rpHE scope and object of Men op the Time, now in its Eleventh 
Edition, are so clearly indicated on its title-page, that it is 
scarcely necessary to dwell upon them at any length. The work 
was originally undertaken to fill a place till then unoccupied by 
any of the multifarious books of reference which the industry and 
enterprise of the age have provided for almost every class of the 
community. We have records of the aristocracy of birth and 
wealth, in the form of Peerages and Histories of the Landed 
Gentry; we have Court Calendars and Paiiiamentaiy Guides, 
which leave no official dignity, no part of the Civil Service, un- 
chromcled; we have Post Office Directories for the registration 
corn3Si^Tcial and indujstrial ^oeeupations of every kind ; w-e have 
lists also of Military and Naval Officers, and of the Clergy, which 
set forth the rank and services of the members of those profes- 
sions ; Lawyers and Medical Men have likewise their respective 
muster-jrolls ; but the aristocracy of intellect had been left, until 
this work first appeared, without any special record. The aim of 
the present volume, then, is to furnish memoirs of eminent living 
persons, of both sexes, in all parts of the civilized world. , 
The present edition of Men op the Time is to all intents 
and purposes a new book. Four years have elapsed since the

appearance of the Tenth Edition, and during that period no 
fewer than 434 individuals who were noticed in its columns, have 
been removed b; death. Their places are occupied in the present 
edition by memoii’s of persons whose names have during the same 
period come prominently before the public. 

Besides preparing these new biographies, the Editor has care- 
fully revised all ihe memoii*s in the work, eiitirely re-casting 
many, and making additions to nearly all of them. 

At the end of \oliime is a Necrology containing the names 
of eminent persons deceased, with the d.nt^ of the birth and 
death, and reference U ^hc Lst edition of this work in w^hich 
their biography \h to be fvmd. 

As it is the desire of tne Publishers to render the tvorfc as 
accurate and complete u.ssible, suggestions for new names, 
corrections, and addition. I oiformution, are respectfully invited.

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AAEIFI PASHA (ms Excel- 
lbnct), was born at Constantinople 
in 1830, being tbe son of Sbekib 
Pasha, a distingnished diplomatist. 
At the age of fifteen he was em- 
ployed as a snpernnmerary in the 
offices of the Divan, and in 1847 he 
accompanied Ms father on a mission 
to Borne. Subsequently he went 
with Ms father to the Embassy at 
Vienna, where he resided for two 
years. On Ms return to Constanti- 
nople he applied Mmself assiduously 
to the study of languages j and he 
was employed in various capacities 
in the Ministry of Foreign Affairs. 
Some years later he accompanied 
Aali-Pasha to Vienna as First Sec- 
retary, and a year afterwards he 
went to discharge the same duty at 
Paris. His Imowledge of the French 
language led to Ms appointment 
as First Translator at Paris to the 
Sublime Porte, and afterwards as 
First Interpreter to the Divan. 
The latter office he held till 1872 
Subsequently to that date he occu- 
pied several impoi^tant posts in 
Turkey, being successively Under- 
secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs and Surveyor of Ordnance, 
President of the Executive Chamber 
of Justice, and President of the 
Civil Chamber of the Court of Cas- 
sation. He next resumed Ms diplo- 
matic career as Ambassador at 
Vienna; and in 1873 he returned 
to the office of First Interpreter to 


the Divan, and held it for about a 
twelvemonth. In 1874 Aarifi Pasha 
was nominated Minister of Public 
Instruction ; three months later. 
Minister of Justice, and then, again. 
Ambassador at Vienna. On the 
establishment of the new Ottoman 
Constitution he was appointed 
President of the Senate, and soon 
afterwards received the portfolio of 
Foreign Affairs He was accredited 
Ambassador of the Sublime Porte 
at Paris Nov. 5, 1877, in succession 
to Khalil Sheriff Pasha. On July 
28, 1879, the Sultan issued a decree 
abolishing the post of G-rand Vizier 
and appointmg Aarifi Pasha Prime 
Minister, with Safvet Pasha as 
Minister of Foreign Affaii’s. The 
new ministry, however, had but a 
very brief tenure of office. 

ABBOTT, Tee Eev. Edwin Ab- 
bott, D.D., born in London in 1838, 
was educated at St. John's College, 
Cambridge, of wMch he became a 
Fellow. (B.A. 7th Senior Optime, 
and 1st class in Classics, 1861 ; M.A. 
1864 ) He was Assistant Master in 
King Edward’s School, Birming- 
ham, from 1862 to 1865, when he 
was appointed Head Master of the 
City of London School. He was 
twice Select Preacher at Cambridge ; 
Hulsean Lecturer in that university, 
1876; also Select Preacher of the 
University of Oxford, 1877. The 
Archbishop of Canterbury conferred 
on him the degree of D.D. in 1872. 
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Dr, Abbott bas publisbed the fol- 
lowing theological works — " Bible 
Lessons,” 18'72j ""Cambridge Ser- 
mons,” 1875 ; "" Throngli Nature to 
Christ,” 1877. His other works are, 
a "" Shakespearian G-rammar,” 1870 ; 
an edition of Bacon’s ""Essays,” 
1876 j "" Bacon and Essex,” 1877 ; 
and an "" Enghsh G-rammar.” Dr. 
Abbott is also the author of two re- 
ligious romances, published anony- 
mously: — ""Philoohristus : Memoirs 
of a Disciple of our Lord,” 1878; 
and "" Onesimus : Memoirs of a Dis- 
ciple of St. Paul,” 1882. 

ABBOTT, Lyman, D.D., son of 
the late Jacob Abbott, bom at Eox- 
bury, Massachusetts, Dee. IS, 1835. 
He graduated at the University of 
New York in 1853, was ordained a 
Congregational minister in 1860, 
and was pastor of various churches 
until 1865, when he became Secre- 
tary of the Ereedmen’s Commission 
until 1868. Subsequently he de- 
voted himself mainly to literary 
pursuits . He had previously, in con- 
junction with his brothers, written 
two novels, ""Conecut Corners,” and 

Matthew Carnaby,” under the nom 
de guerre of "" Benauly,” formed from 
the initial syllables of their respec- 
tive names (Benjamin, Austin, and 
L3rman). Besides several smaller 
works he has published ""Jesus of 
Nazareth : His Life and Teachings,” 
1869 ; "" Old Testament Shadows 
of New Testament Truths,” 1870; 
""A Layman’s Story,” 1873; ""Com- 
mentary on the New Testament,” 
1875 — ^77; edited two volumes of 
Henry Ward Beecher’s Sermons, 
1868 ; a volume of his "" Morning 
Exercises,” 1870 , and, with T C. 
Conant, a "" Dictionary of Religious 
Knowledge.” Later he was one of 
the editors of JSarjpen^s Monthly 
Magazine^ and principal editor of 
the Illustrated Christian Weehly. At 
present he is the editor of the 
Christian Union, Two of his bro- 
thers, Benjamin V. (bom in 1830), 
and Austin (bom in 1831), are 
prominent lawyers inNew York, and 
have prepared several legal works. 


ABDUL-HAMID II., Sultan of 
Turkey, was born Sept. 22, 1842, 
being a younger sou and the fourth 
child of Abdul-Medjid, the Sultan 
who died in 1861. On Aug. 31, 
1876, he succeeded his brother, 
Mourad Y., who was deposed, on 
proof of his insamty, after a reign 
of three months. He was solemnly 
girt with the sword of Othman, in 
the Eyoub mosque, Constantinople, 
on Sept 7. About this time the 
Servians, who had been at war with 
the Sublime Porte, were completely 
defeated ; but, after the capture of 
Alexinatz by the Turks, the Russian 
ambassador at Constantinople pre- 
sented an ultimatum to the Turkish 
G-overnment demanding the imme- 
diate conclusion of an armistice for 
six weeks, which was accordingly 
granted, Nov. 1. The New Turkish 
Constitution, devised by Midhat 
Pasha, providing for the establish- 
ment of representative institutions 
on the West European model, was 
promulgated at Constantinople, and 
in the provinces of the Empire on 
Dec. 23. In the same month a 
Conference of the representatives of 
the Q-reat Powers was held at Con- 
stantinople, but their attempts to 
avert a war were unsuccessful. On 
Jan. 18, 1877, a resolution was 
passed by the Grand Council of 
Turkey, presided over by Midhat 
Pasha, rejecting absolutely all the 
proposals of the European Powers 
for administrative reforms, on the 
ground that their acceptance 
""would sacrifice the independence 
of the Empire : ” the result being 
that a week lateip all the plenipo- 
tentiaries left Constantinople. On 
March 1 a treaty of peace was con- 
cluded between Turkey and Servia 
on the basis of the status quo ante 
helium. But the Porte had soon to 
face a more formidable antagonist, 
for on April 21 a circular despatch 
from the Russian Government to 
the European Powers announced a 
declaration of war against Turkey. 
During the sanguinary conflict 
which ensued the Turlrish troops 
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foTight with, heroic valour^ but they 
were eventually obliged to yield to 
superior numbers, and after the fall 
of Plevna the Porte sued for peace, 
and an armistice was accordingly 
signed in Eeb. 1878. A Treaty of 
Peace was soon afterwards signed at 
San Stefano (March 3), but its pro- 
visions were considerably modified 
by the representatives of the great 
Powers assembled in Congress at 
Berlin. On July 8, 1878, the British 
Ministry announced that five weeks 
before they had concluded a defen- 
sive Treaty with the Porte, by which 
England agreed to guarantee the 
Asiatic dominions of the Sultan, 
who in turn engaged to introduce 
“necessary reforms,^* and to cede 
the island of Cyprus to be occupied 
and administered by Great Britain 
ABDY, John Thomas, LL D , son 
of Lieut. -Colonel James Nicholas 
Abdy, was born July 6, 1822, and 
educated at the Proprietary School, 
Kensington, whence he proceeded 
to Trimty Hall, Cambridge, where 
he graduated as Senior in the Civil 
Law in 1844 In 1847 he took the 
degree of LL.B., and was created 
LL.B. in 1852. In 1850 he was 
elected a fellow of his college, and 
in January of that year was called 
to the bar by the Inner Temple. 
For a short time he went the Home 
circuit, but subsequently chose the 
Norfolk circuit. In 1854 he was ap- 
pointed Begins Professor of the 
Civil Law in the University of 
Cambridge, and he held that office 
till the close of the year 1873. He 
is Lecturer on Law at Gresham Col- 
lege, London, and a magistrate for 
Hertfordshire and for the borough 
of Cambridge. In 1870 he was ap- 
pointed Becorder of Bedford, and in 
the following year was promoted to 
be County Court Judge of Circuit 
No. 38. Ur. Abdy has published 
“ A Historical Sketch of Civil Pro- 
cedure among the Romans,^' 1857 , 
and an edition of “ Kent’s Commen- 
tary on International Law,” 1866. 
In collaboration with Mr. Bryan 
Walker, M.A., he edited, translated. 


and annotated “ The Commentaries 
of Gains,” 1870. 

A BECKETT, Arthxjb William, 
youngest surviving son of the late 
Gilbert Abbott k Beckett, the well- 
known metropolitan police magis- 
trate and author, was born at 
Hammersmith, Oct 25, 1844, and 
educated at Kensington, at Honiton, 
and lastly at Eelstead School. At 
17 he entered the War Office, but 
he left the Civil Service after three 
years’ experience of it, and at the 
age of 20 he was editor of the Gflow- 
worm, a London evening paper. 
During the next ten years he edited 
with much success several comic 
periodicals and monthly magazines 
In 1870-71 he was special corre- 
spondent to the Standard and Globe 
during the Franco-German war. 
For the next two years he was 
private secretary to the Duke of 
Norfolk, an appointment he relin- 
quished to give his uninterrupted 
attention to other work. Since 1874 
he has been on the staff of Punch. 
Mr. k Beckett is author of “ Fallen 
among Thieves,” a novel,1870 ; “ Our 
Holiday in the Scottish Highlands,” 
(illustrated by Mr. Linley Sam- 
boume) , The Modern Arabian 
Nights ” (with the same illustrator) 
187U , “ The Ghost of Greystone 
Grange,” 1877 j and “ The Mystery 
of Mostyn Manor,” 1878. In con- 
junction with Mr. F. C. Burnand 
he wrote “The Doom of St. Querec,"” 
1876; and “The Shadow Witness,” 
1876. He is also author of two three- 
act comedies, “ L.S.D.” (Eoyalty 
Theatre, 1872), and “About Town” 
(which was produced at the Court 
Theatre in 1873, and ran for over 
150 nights) ; a domestic drama in 
one act, “ On Strike ” (Court 
Theatre, 1873) ; “ Faded Flowers,^’ 
produced at the Haymarket; and 
“Long Ago” (Royalty, 1882). He 
has also dramatised (in conjunction 
with Mr. J. Palgrave Simpson) his 
novel Fallen among Thieves,” 
under the title of “From Father 
to Son,” 3 acts, (Liverpool 1881). 
He is a captain in the Cheshire 
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miEtia, aad iias been called to the 
bar by the Hon. Society of Gray's 
Inn. 

ABEECOEH (Duke op)j his 
Gbace James HflLMiLTON, K.G., 
Duke of Chjltelherault in Erance, 
and head of the ancient and illus- 
trious house of Hamilton^ is the 
eldest son of James Viscount Hamil- 
ton, by Harriet, second daughter 
of the late Hon. John Douglas. 
He was born in London, Jan. 21, 
ISll. When he was thi’ee years 
old he lost his father, and at the 
age of seven he succeeded to the 
title of his grandfather, the first 
Marquis of Abercorn. He was care- 
fully brought up under the guar- 
dianship of his stepfather, the 
Earl of Aberdeen, who afterwards 
became Prime Minister of England. 
His academical education he re- 
ceived at Christ Church, Oxford. 
In politics he has always been a 
consistent Conservative, the first 
vote he ever gave in the House of 
Lords having been recorded against 
the Whig Eeform Bill. In 1844 he 
was created a Enight of the Gar- 
ter, and from 1S46 to 1859 he held 
the office of Groom of the Stole to 
the late Prince Consort In 1864 
he made a claim to the old Duke- 
dom of Chdtelherault m France, 
which was created in 1548, but 
Napoleon III. assigned it to his 
own kinsman, the twelfth Duke of 
Hamilton, grandson of the Grand- 
Duchess of Baden, who was a 
Beauharnais. There seems to be 
no doubt, however, that the Duke 
of Abercorn is the male descendant 
and representative of the Eegent 
Arran, first Duke of Chdtelherault. 
WEen the Conservatives came into 
office in 1866 the Marquis of Aber- 
com was nominated to the im- 
portant post of Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland. The appointment gave 
great satisfaction in that country, 
where he is a large landed pro- 
prietor, being the possessor of more 
than 80,000 acres in the counties 
of Tyrone and Donegal. A lead- 
ing incident during his vice-royalty 


was the visit of the Prince and 
1 Prmcess of Wales to Ireland. He 
held the office of Lord Lieutenant 
till Dec. 1868, having been in 
August of that year raised to the 
Dukedom of Abercorn in the peer- 
^ age of Ireland, in recognition of his 
I very able administration of the 
government of the country during 
a critical and difficult period. On 
the return of the Conseivatives to 
power under Mr. Disraeli in Feb. 
1874, his Grace was again appointed 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, and he 
held that office till Dec. 1876, when 
he resigned, and was succeeded by 
the Duke of Marlborough In Feb. 
1878 he was sent by Her Majesty 
on a special mission to Eome to 
present Kmg Humbert with the 
Order of the Garter. He married 
in 1832 Lady Louisa Jane Eussell, 
second daughter of the sixth Duke 
of Bedford, K.G The Duke of 
Abercorn is Lord Lieutenant of 
Donegal , Grand Master of the Free- 
masons of Ireland (elected Nov. 5, 
1874) 5 a Major-General of theEoyal 
Archers (the Queen's Body Guard 
of Scotland) ; and captain of the 
London Scottish Eifle Volunteers. 

ABEEDAEE (Lord), The Eight 
Hon. Henry Austin Bruce, is the 
second son of the late Mr. John 
Bruce Pryce, of Duffryn St. Nicho- 
las, Glamorganshire, who assumed 
the name of Bruce in lieu of his 
patronymic Knight, in 1805, and 
the name of Pryce in 1837. He was 
born at Dufiryn on April 16, 1815. 
At the age of six year's he was 
taken by his family to France, 
where he remained till 1827. Ee- 
turning to England in that year 
he began his regular studies at the 
Swansea Grammar School, and con- 
tmued at that establishment till 
1832, when he was removed to 
London, where he read for two 
years in the chambers of his uncle, 
the late Lord Justice Knight Bruce. 
He was called to the bar at Lin- 
coln's Inn in 1837, but after prac- 
tising for about six years, he 
withdrew his name altogether in 
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1843 from tlie ranks of the pro- 
fession He was Police-Magistrate 
of Merthyr-Tydvil and Aherdare^ 
Glamorganshire^ from 1847 till 1852^ 
when he entered the House of 
Commons as member for Merthyr- 
Tydvil That borough he repre- 
sented in the Liberal interest till 
the general election of December, 
1868, when he lost his seat ; but in 
the following month he was re- 
turned for Eenfrewshire Mr Bruce 
was Under-Secretary of State for 
the Home Department from Hov. 
1862, to April, 1864, and Vice- 
' President of the Committee of 
Council on Education from the 
latter date to July, 1866 He was 
also in 1864 appointed a Charity 
Commissioner for England and 
Wales, and sworn a member of the 
Privy Council. From Hov. 1865, to 
Aug. 1866, he held the post of 
second Church Estates Commis- 
sioner. On the formation of Mr 
Gladstone’s cabinet, in Dec. 1868, 
he took office as Secretary of State 
for the Home Department, and the 
following year he was appointed 
an Ecclesiastical Commissioner. In 
Aug. 1873, he was raised to the 
lieerage by the title of Lord Aber- 
dare, in order to enable him to 
hold the high post of Lord Presi- 
derlt of the Council, in the place of 
Lord. Eipon, resigned However, 
he "was only destined to retain that 
exfi<lted position a very short time, 
as- he of course went out of office on 
Me defeat of the Liberal x>arty in 
^•^eb. 1874. He jiresided over the 
meeting of the Social Science Asso- 
ciation held at Brighton in 1875 
His Lordship edited the "Life of 
General Sir Wm. Napier, K.C.B., 
author of 'History of the Penin- 
sular War,’” 2 vols., 1864; and 
has published "National Educa- 
tion : an Address delivered to the 
National Association for the Pro- 
motion of Social Science,” 1866 , 
and his '‘Speech on the Second 
Heading of the Education of the 
Poor Bill,” 1867. He has been 
tv/iee married , firstly, in IS 16, to 


I Annabella, daughter of Mr. Eichard 
Beadon (she <£ed in 1852) ; and, 
secondly, in 1854, to Norah, daugh- 
ter of the late Lieutenant-General 
Sir William P. Napier, K C.B. His 
son and heir is Mr Henry Campbell- 
Bruce, who was born in 1851. 

ABEEDEEN and OEKNET, 
Bishop of : See Douglas. 

ABNEY, Captain, William de 
W iVELESLiE, F.E S., was born at 
Derby in 1843, and educated at Ros- 
sall, and privately, and at the Royal 
Military Academy at Woolwich. 
He was appointed lieutenant in the 
Royal Engineers in 1861, and cap- 
tain in 1873 He was formerly 
Instructor m Chemistry to the 
Royal Engineers, Chatham, and is 
now Inspector for Science in the 
Science and Art Department He 
was one of the scientific observers 
of the Transit of Yenus in 1874. 
His works are • — " Instruction in 
Photography , ” " Emulsion Photo- 
graphy;” and "Thebes and its 
Five Greater Temples.” He is also 
the author of many papers in the 
Philosophical Transactions, and the 
Proceedmgs of the Eoyal Society 
and the Philosophical Magazme. 
•He obtained the Eumford Medal of 
the Eoyal Society in 1883, for his 
researches in photography and 
spectrum analysis He served as 
a juror in the Electric Exhibition. 

ABOUT, Edmond-Francois- 
Yalentin, a French author, born at 
Dieuze (Meurthe), Feb 14, 1828, 
pursued his studies at the Lycee 
Charlemagne, won the prize of ho- 
nour in 1848, and passed in 1851 
to the French School of Athens. 
In Greece he directed his attention 
to archaeological studies, and made 
his first appearance as an author 
with "La Gr^ce Contemporaino” 
(1855), which was well received. 
In the Revue des Deux Mondes ho 
published a kind of autobiographi- 
cal novel, " Tolla,” in 1855. This 
led to a charge of plagiarism being 
brought against M. About. In 1841, 
it was said, there was published at 
Paris a book founded on facts* en- 
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titled "Yittoria Savorelli. istoria 

del secolo XIX ” A Prince D 

bonglit Tip the whole edition^ and 
destroyed all hnt a few copies. One 
of these fell into the hands of M. 
Abontj who founded "" ToUa^^ upon 
it, supposing, as was alleged by his 
accusers, that his copy was unique, 
and that he was, therefore, secure 
from detection However, a fierce 
controversy arose on the subject, 
and M. About ultimately avowed 
the obligations concerning which he 
had long been silent. Tolla” was 
followed by “ Les Mariages de 
Paris” in 1856, and "G-ermaine” in 
1857. His well-known pamphlet. 
La Question Eomaine,^^ which 
urged the abohtion of the Pope^s 
temporal power, and was supposed 
to have been inspired by the Em- 
peror, appeared soon after. In 1860 
he published two other political 
pamphlets, "The Hew Map of Eu- 
rope,” and "Prussia in 1860.” "Les 
Coquins d^ Agents de Change” was 
published in 1861, the third edition 
of "Le Cas de M. G-uerin,” "Made- 
Ion,” and "Dernieres Lettres d^un 
bon jeune homme ^ sa cousme Ma- 
deleine,” in 1863; "Le Progres” in 
1864; “La Yieille Roche” in the 
Momteur du Soir in 1865; "Le Tur- 
co” in 1866; “LHnfame” in 1867, 
‘^‘Les Mariages de Province” in 
1868 , " L^A, B, C du Travailleur,” a 
popular handbook of j)olitical eco- 
nomy, in the same year , and 
“L^Homme TOreiUe cassee,” 
translated into English with the 
title of " Colonel Eougas^ Mistake ” 
M. About, who received the Legion 
of Honour August 15, 1858, married 
Mdlle. de Cuillerville, May 24, 1864 
He has written several vaudevilles 
and other dramatic pieces. ^In 1866 
M. About was commissioned by the 
Emperor to draw up a report on the 
state of public opinion in Prance. 
In 1868 he became one of the 
leadmg contributors to the Gaulois 
newspaper. On the commencement 
of the conflict between France and 
Prussia he went to the seat of war 
as special correspondent of the Soir, 


and sent to that journal a series of 
articles, which attracted much at- 
tention. In May, 1872, he left the 
8oir, to assume the chief editorship 
of tiie well-known Radical journal 
Le XIXe Slide. M About's arrest 
by the Q-ermans, while he was on a 
visit to Strasbourg in Sept. 1872, 
was for a brief period the main topic 
of newspaper comment in Europe. 
EQs work, entitled "Alsace,” ap- 
peared in 1872. After the decease 
of M Philarete Chasles in 1873, M. 
About succeeded that accomplished 
journalist as Paris correspondent of 
the London Athenceum 

ABRAHAM, The Right Rev. 
Charles John, D D., son of the late 
Captain Abraham, R N , of Farn- 
borough, Hants, born in 1815, and 
educated at Eton and Hinges Col- 
lege, Cambridge, of which he was 
successively Scholar and Fellow, was 
appointed Assistant Master at I3ton 
College. He was archdeacon of 
Waitemata, Hew Zealand, from 1852 
till 1857, and on the subdivision in 
the latter year of the diocese of 
Hew Zealand, was consecrated first 
Bishop of Wellington. In 1870 he 
resigned his see, returned to Eng- 
land, and was appointed a Coad- 
jutor Bishop in the diocese of Lich- 
field. He held a prebend in the 
cathedral church of Lichfield f^om 
1872 till 1876, when he was jap- 
pomted Canon Residentiary knd 
Precentor. He was rector of Ta&n- 
hill, Staffordshire, in 1875-6 . Bishop 
Abraham is the author of “Festi^l 
and Lenten Lectures in St. G-eorge\ 
Chapel, Windsor,” 1848-49. 

ACHEHBACH, Andrew, artist, 
born at Cassel, Sept 29, 1815, studied 
at Husseldorf, under Schadow. In 
the Pans “Exposition” of 1855, M. 
Achenbaoh had five pictures, viz., 
"Maree haute h, Ostende,” "Yuede 
Corleone en Sicile,” " Mer orageuse 
sur la C6te de Sicile,” "Kermesse 
enHoUande,” and "Clair de Lune.” 
In 1844 M. Achenbach obtained a 
third-class medal at the "Exposi- 
tion” at Paris, and a medal of the 
first-class in 1855. He is a member 
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of the Eoyal Academies of Berlin, 
Amsterdam, Philadelphia, and Ant- 
werp ; and was decorated with the 
Cross of the Legion of Honour, Aug. 
9, 186-i. 

ACL AND, Henbt Wentworth, 
M.D., P E.S., Hon. D.C.L., of Edin- 
burgh and Cambridge, and Hon. 
M.D. Dublin, C.E. Empire of Brazil, 
fourth son of Sir Thomas Dyke 
Acland, Bart., was born in 1815, 
and educated at Harrow and Christ 
Church, Oxford. He was elected, 
in 1841, to a fellowship at All 
Souls. He took the degree of M.D. 
at Oxford in 1848, having been 
appointed Lee^s Header in Anatomy 
in 1845. In that capacity, with 
several able assistants, especially 
Professors Beale, Victor Carus, 
Melville, and Mr. Charles Eobert- 
son, he made the extensive Christ 
Chiu’ch Physiological Series, on 
the plan of John Hunter, now in 
the Oxford Dniversity Museum 
That institution owes its existence 
in great measure to his labours. 
Dr Acland became Begins Pro- 
fessor of Medicine in 1858, and 
Eadclifte Librarian ; was appointed 
a member of Mr. G-athome Hardy's 
Cubic Space Commission in 1866, 
and of the Eoyal Samtary Com- 
mission from 1869 to 1872. He 
represented the University of 
Oxford on the Medical Council 
from 1858 to 1875 ; has been 
President of the British Medical 
Association and President of the 
Physiological section of the British 
Association, and Pubhc Health 
Lecturer of the Social Science As- 
sociation. He published a treatise 
on the " Plams of Troy ” in 1839. 
He has written several works on 
medical, scientific, and sanitary 
subjects, including an important 
Memoir on the Visitation of 
Cholera in Oxford in 1854.” He 
accompanied the Prince of Wales 
to America in 1860 as his medical 
attendant, and on his return was 
appointed honorary physician to 
his Eoyal Highness. Dr. Acland 
was Physician to H.E.H. Prince 


Leopold during his Oxford career. 
He has been President of the 
Medical Council. 

ACTON (Lord), The Eioht 
Hon. John Emerich Edward 
Dalberg Acton, son of Sir Ferdi- 
nand Eichard Edward Acton, Bart , 
of Aldenham, Shropshire, by the 
only daughter of the Duke of Dal- 
berg (afterwards wife of the second 
Lord Granville), was born at Naples, 
in 1834, and when about three 
years of age succeeded to the baro- 
netcy on the death of his father. 
For a few years he was a student 
m the Catholic College of St 
Mary's, Oscott, at the time when 
Dr. (afterwards Cardinal) Wiseman 
was at the head of that institution ; 
but his educatiSn was mainly due 
to the renowned ecclesiastical his- 
torian, Dr. DoUinger, of Munich, 
with whom he lived for a consider- 
able time. Sir John Acton repre- 
sented Carlow in the House of 
Commons from 1859 to 1865. In 
the latter year he stood as a candi- 
date for the borough of Bridgnorth, 
when he announced, in a speech 
delivered to the electors, that he 
represented, not the body, but the 
spirit, of the Catholic Church. He 
was successful at the poll by a 
majority of one, but, on a scrutmy, 
was unseated In 1869, bn the 
recommendation of Mr. Gladstone, 
he was created a peer of the United 
Kmgdom by the title of Baron 
Acton of Aldenham. In the same 
year he repaii*ed to Borne, on the 
assembling of the (Ecumemcal 
Council, and while there rendered 
himself conspicuous by his hostility 
to the definition of the doctrine of 
Papal Infallibility, and by the ac- 
tivity and secrecy with which he 
rallied, combined, and urged on 
those who appeared to be favourable 
to the views entertained by Dr. 
DoUinger. It is believed that he 
was m relation with the AUgemeine 
Zevtung, and that much of the 
news published by that journal on 
the subject of the Council was 
communicated by his lordship. 
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Lord Acton may be regarded as tlie 
leader of tlie self-styled "Liberal 
CatbolicSj” who are more or less 
out of accord with the traditions 
of the Holy See. He was the editor 
of the Some and Foreign Review, 
a trimestral periodical, commenced 
in 1862, and carried on tiU 1864, 
when it ceased to appear, owing to 
its having been condemned by the 
English Catholic hierarchy. At a 
later date he edited the Chronicle, 
a weekly newspaper, which had a 
brief existence, for want of adequate 
support j and still more recently he 
oondnoted the North British Re- 
view, formerly an organ of the 
Congregation^sts, which expired 
under Ins management. His lord- 
ship also published, in September, 
1870, " A Letter to a Q-erman 
Bishop present at the Vatican 
Council (Sendschreihen an einen 
Deiiischen Bischof des Vaticanis- 
chen Concils, Nordlingen, Sep- 
tember, 1870). This elicited from 
Bishop Ketteler, of Mayence, a 
spirited reply, which has been 
translated into English. His lord- 
ship zealously advocated the cause 
of Dr. DoUinger, his former pre- 
ceptor, and of the " Old CathoHc 
party ; and, consequently, upon the 
occasion of the Jubilee of the Uni- 
versity of Munich, in August, 1872, 
the Philosophical Faculty conferred 
upon him the honoraiy degree of 
Doctor. In 1874 he rendered him- 
self conspicuous by the prominent 
liart he took in the controversy 
which was raised by the publication 
of Mr. G-ladstone's pamphlet on 
the Vatican Decrees. His lordship 
did not hesitate, in a series of 
letters to the Times, to bring 
grave charges against several of 
the Popes, although he took cai'e 
to state that there was nothing in 
life which he valued more than 
communion with the Roman Catho- 
lic Church. Lord Acton is the 
author of the article on "Wolsey 
and the Divorce of Henry VIII.” 
in the Quarterly Review for Jan 
1877 A French translation of 


Lord Acton^s two letters on Liberty 
was published with a preface by 
M. de Laveleye, under the title of 
" Histoire de la Liberte dans TAn- 
tiquite et le Christianisme,” 1878. 

ADAMS, Charles Francis, 
LL D., grandson of John Adams, 
second President, and son of John 
Quincy Adams,sixth President of the 
United States, was bom at Boston, 
August 18, 1807. His father hold- 
ing diplomatic positions in Europe, 
he spent most of his first ten years 
abroad, retmming to America in 
1817, when he entered Harvard Col- 
lege, graduating in 1825. He was 
a<£nifled to the bar in 1838, but 
never engaged in practice, having 
previously married the daughter of 
Peter C. Brooks, a wealthy mer- 
chant of Boston. Previous to 1848 
he had served as a member of the 
Massachusetts Legislature for five 
years. In 1848 he was nominated 
by the newly organized " Free 
Soil ” party for the Vice-Presi- 
dency of the United States. This 
party, composed mainly of Demo- 
crats who were opposed to the ex- 
tension of slavery, cast but few 
votes 5 but its members finally 
coalescing with most of the North- 
ern members of the Whig party 
formed the Republican party, 
which came into power in 1860. 
Meanwhile, in 1858, Mr. Adams 
was elected a member of Congress. 
In 1861 he was appointed by Presi- 
dent Lincoln Minister to Great 
Britain, a post which he retained 
until 1868, when he was recalled at 
his own request. In 1871 — ^72 he 
acted as arbitrator for the United 
States in the Commission to settle 
the respective claims of Great 
Britain and the United States 
grooving out of the civil war. He 
was one of the originators of the 
" Liberal Republican ” movement 
in 1872, but was defeated by Mr. 
Greeley in securing the presiden- 
tial nomination. He subsequently 
joined the Democratic party, by 
whom he was nominated for Gover- 
nor of Massachusetts in 1876. He 
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has furnished many contributions 
to the NoHh American Review and 
to the ChnsUan Bxaminer, and in 
1870 delivered before the New York 
Historical Society an able discourse 
on "American Neutrality/^ which 
has been printed. He has pub- 
lished "The Life and Works of 
John Adams (10 vols , 1850 — 56), 
and "The Life and Works of John 
Quincy Adams (13 vols., 1874 — 
76). His son, John Quincy Adams, 
born in Boston, Sept. 22, 1833, 
graduated at Harvard College in 
1853, and was admitted to the bar 
in 1855. In 1866 he was elected to 
the State Legislature as a Republi- 
can, but having favoured the "re- 
construction^^ policy of President 
Andrew Johnson, failed of re-elec- 
tion in the following year. He has 
since been a prominent leader in 
the Democratic party, by which he 
was sent to the Massachusetts 
Legislature m 1869 — 70, and nomi- 
nated for G-overnor in 1867, and 
1871, but he was not elected 
Another son, Chaeles Francis 
Adams, jun., born at Boston, May 
27, 1835, graduated at Harvard 
College in 1856, and was admitted 
to the bar in 1858. During the 
Civil War he was in command of a 
regiment of coloured troops, and 
was brevetted Brigadier-G-eneral. 
He has since been identified with 
railroad development, has served as 
Railroad Commissioner of Massa- 
chusetts, and ranks high as an au- 
thority upon all matters pertaining 
to mfihoad management. He has 
been a contributor to the NoHh 
American Review, and is the 
author of " The Railroad Problem,” 
1875, and, with his brother Henry, 
of "Chapters of Brie,” 1871. The 
residence of the family is Quincy, 
Massachusetts. 

ADAMS, John Couch, F.R.S., is 
the son of a small farmer near Bod- 
min, in Cornwall, where he was bom 
1818. entered at St. 
johiiS College, Cambridge, was 
Senior Wrangler in 1843, was soon i 
after ele'J^<i ^ ^ fellowship, and | 


became one of the mathematical 
tutors of his college. In 1841 he 
applied himself to the investiga- 
tion of the irregularities in the 
motion of Uranus, in order to find 
out whether they might be attri- 
buted to the action of some un- 
known planet, and thence, if pos- 
sible, to determine approximately 
the elements of its orbit. In 1844, 
through Professor Challis,^ a cor- 
respondence was opened with the 
Astronomer Royal s and in October, 
1845, Mr. Adams sent to the Green- 
wich Observatory a paper of re- 
sults, showing that the perturba- 
tions of Uranus were caused by 
some planet within certain assumed 
limits. The Astronomer Royal 
wrote to him, Nov. 5, inquiring 
whether the perturbation would 
explain the error of the rad>ius 
vector of Uranus , but from some 
unexplained cause, Mr. Adams de- 
layed his reply. On the 10th of 
the same month M. Le Vemer pub- 
lished in the "Comptes Rendus” 
of the French Academy, a paper on 
" The Perturbation of Uranus pro- 
duced by Jupiter and Saturn j” 
and the place assigned by him to 
the disturbing planet was the 
same, within one degree, as that 
calculated by Mr. Adams. The 
Council of the Royal Society 
doubted whether their annual 
medal was due to Mr. Adams or to 
M. Le Terrier ; but ultimately, as 
there was no precedent in favour of 
bestowing a double medal, they de- 
cided on conferring a testimonial 
on each claimant instead. In 
January, 1847, Mr Adams privately 
circulated a paper explanatory of 
"The observed Irregularities in 
the Motion of Uranus,” which was 
subsequently reprinted in the 
"Nautical Almanack” for 1851. 
In 1858 he succeeded the late Dean 
Peacocke as Lowndean Professor of 
Astronomy at Cambridge. 

ADAMS, William, F.R.C.S., was 
born in London February 1, 1820 j 
his father practised as a surgeon in 
Finsbury Square. He was educated 
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at Mr. W Simpson^s, Hackney 5 and 
afterwards at Hinges College, Lon- 
don. He was appointed in 1842 De- 
monstrator of Morkid Anatomy at St. 
Thomases Hospital , in 1851, assist- 
ant surgeon ; and in 1857 surgeon to 
the Eoyal Orttiopcedic Hospital ; m 
1854 lecturer on surgery at the 
Grosvenor Place School of Medi- 
cine ; in 1855 surgeon to the Great 
Northern Hospital, and in 1874 
surgeon to the National Hospital 
for the Paralysed and Epileptic. 
Mr. Adams was elected vice-presi- 
dent of the Pathological Society of 
London in 1867 , president of the 
Harveian Society of London in 
1873 , and president of the Medical 
Society of London in 1876 He is 
author of " A Sketch of the Prin- 
ciples and Practice of Subcutaneous 
Surgery,” 1857 ; “ On the Eepara- 
tive Process in Human Tendons 
after Division,” 1860 ; '^Lectures 
on Pathology and Treatment of 
Lateral Curvature of the Spine,” 
1865 ; On the Pathology and 
Treatment of Club-foot,” 1866 
(being the Jacksonian prize essay 
of the Eoyal College of Surgeons 
for 1864) ; Subcutaneous Division 
of the Neck of the Thigh-Bone, for 
Bony Anchylosis of the Hip- Joint,” 
1871 , and “ On the Treatment of 
Dupuytren^'s Contraction of the 
Pingers ; and on the Obhteration 
of Depressed Cicatrices by Subcu- 
taneous Operation,” 1879. 

ADAMS, WiLLiAJi Henry 
Davenport, author and journalist, 
born 1829, began his career as the 
editor of a provincial newspaper, 
and, removing to the metropolis at 
an early age, became connected 
with severi influential journals 
and periodicals. Of late years he 
has devoted himself almost entirely 
to bo ok- writing, producing nume- 
rous works of a miscellaneous 
character, and an annotated edition 
of the Plays of Shakspere. His 
adaptations from the French of 
Louis Piguier and Arthur Mangin 
have done good service to the cause 
of popular science in this country, 


and his translations of those famous 
rhapsodies of the late M. Michelet, 
■^^The Bird,” '"The Sea,” “The 
Mountain,” and “ The Insect,” have 
obtained popularity. Mr. Daven- 
port Adams has also reproduced in 
English, from the manuscript of 
Mdme. Michelet, her charming 
monograph on ""Nature, or the 
Poetry of Earth and Sea” His 
other publications, numbering up- 
wards of a hundred, cannot, of 
course, be mentioned in detaH; 
but we may refer to ""The Biid 
World,” ""The Arctic World,” 
""The Mediterranean Illustrated,” 
""Episodes of Anglo-Indian His- 
tory,” ""Woman's Work and 
Worth,” "" Women of Fashion and 
Eepresentative Women in Letters 
and Society,” 1878 ; "" English 
Party-Leaders and English Parties, 
from Walpole to Peel,” 2 vols., 
18785 ""Hours of the Cross,” 1880 5 
and "" Plain Living and High Think- 
ing,” 1881 Mr. Adams was editor 
of The Scoihsh Ghji>ardmn from 
June, 1870, to Dec., 1877. His son, 
Mr. W. Davenport Adams, has 
produced a "" Dictionary of English 
Literature,” and a work on 
"" Famous Books,” besides publish- 
ing three collections of annotateii^ 
poetry, entitled ""Lyrics of Lov<=* 
from Shakspere to Tennyson 
""The Comic Poets of the Nin^ 
teenth Century,” and "" Latter-DaA 
Lyrics.” \ 

ADAMS-ACTON, John, sculptor, 
bom Dec. 11, 1833, at Acton, Mid- 
dlesex, and educated at Ealing 
Grove School, was admitted to the 
Eoyal Academy in 1853, where he 
gained the first silver medal in each 
school, and also the gold medal for 
an origmal composition in sculpture. 
He was sent to Eome by the Eoyal 
Academy as travelling student. 
His principal works in ideal sculp- 
ture produced in Eome and in Eng- 
land are "" The Lady of the Lake,” 
""The First Sacrifice” (Abel), "OX- 
Giuocatore di Castelletto,” 
raoh's Daughter ; ” "" Zenj^ia ” 

""Cupid,” ""Psyche,” from'fyJoj.ris's 
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Earthly Paradise Mr. Adams- 
Acton has executed portrait statues 
or busts of Mir. G-ladstone (St. 
George’s Hall, Liyerpool), Lord 
Brougham (Eeform Club and Eish- 
mongers’ Hall), Mr. Bright (Sea- 
forth Hall), Mr. Cobden, Sir Wil- 
frid Lawson, George Cruikshank, 
John Gibson (Royal Academy), 
George Moore, Charles Dickens, Dr 
Jobson, and John Prescott Knight, 
E.A. ; also the following statues 
and busts for India . — Prince of 
Wales, Lord Napier of Magdala, 
and E. Powell (for Madras). The 
most important monuments exe- 
cuted by him are the Angel of the 
Resurrection, Mausoleum of Sir 
Titus Salt at Saltaire, Memorial to 
John and Charles Wesley in West- 
minster Abbey, the Waldegrave 
Memorial in Carlisle Cathedral, 
Charles Prest in the City Road 
Chapel, a bust of Mr. George Rout- 
ledge, J.P., and a '' half-length 
portrait, reading a book,” of Mr. 
John Landseer, A.R.A Mr. Adams- 
Acton was elected a member of the 
Society of British Artists in 1883. 

ADEiLAIDE, Bishop op. {See 
Kennion, Db.) 

ADLER, The Rev. Hebmann, 
Ph D., M.A., son of Dr. Nathan 
Marcus Adler, was born in Hanover 
in 1839, and in 1846 accompanied 
his father to London. He studied 
at Dniversity College, London, and 
subsequently at the universities of 
Prague and Leipzig. He obtained 
his B. A. degree at the University 
of London in 1859, and that of 
Doctor of Philosophy at Leipzig in 
1861. In 1863 Dr Adler was ap- 
pointed Principal of the Jews’ Col- 
lege in London, and in the follow- 
ing year Chief Minister of the 
Bayswater Synagogue. He has 
published “ Sermons on the Pas- 
sages in the Bible adduced by 
Christian Theologians in support of 
their Faith,” 1869, ''The Jews in 
England,” " Ibn Gabirol, the Poet 
Philosopher ; ” a sermon, " Is Juda- 
ism a Missionary Faith ? ” in reply 
to Professor Max Muller; besides 


many lectures and articles which 
have appeared in various periodicals . 

ADLER, Nathan Mabotts, D.D , 
Chief Rabbi, was born at Hanover 
in 1803, and received his education 
in the umversities of Gottingen, 
Erlangen, and Wurzburg. He was 
appointed Chief Rabbi of Olden- 
berg, 1829 ; of Hanover and its 
provinces, 1830 ; and on the 9th of 
July, 1845, was installed Chief 
Rabbi of the United Congregations 
of the British Empire Dr. Adler 
is the author of " Sermons on the 
Jewish Faith,” and of several 
Hebrew works, the principal of 
which is " Nethina Lager,” a com- 
mentary on the Targum of Onkelos. 

ADOLPH WILLIAM. (ReeNAS- 
sAtr, Duke of ) 

ADTE, Lieutenant-General 
Sib John Milleb, G.C B., son of 
the late Major James P Adye, R.A., 
was bom on Nov. 1, 1819, at Seven- 
oaks, Kent, received his education 
at the Military Academy, Woolwich, 
entered the Royal Artillery at the 
dose of the year 1836, and, passing 
through the regular grades, eventu- 
ally attained the rank of Brigadier- 
General. Throughout the Crimean 
War and the Indian Mutiny he was 
Adjutant-General of the Royal 
Artillery. He also served in the 
Sitana Campaign of 1863-4, for 
which he received a medal ; and he 
has received, besides, the Crimean, 
Turkish, and Indian Mutiny medals, 
and the 4th Class of the Medjidie. 
He was created a C.B in 1866, and 
a K.C B in 1873. In Feb., 1874, 
the Queen granted to Sir J. M. Adye 
her royal licence and authority to 
accept and wear the insignia of 
Commander of the Order of the 
Legion of Honour conferred upon 
him by the President of the French 
Republic as a promotion from the 
I class of Officer of the same order 
which he received for his services 
durmg the Crimean War. He was 
appointed Governor of the Royal 
liilitary Academy at Woolwich, in 
Jime, 1875, and in December of that 
year he attained the brevet rank of 
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Major-G-eneral. He became a Lieu- 
tenant-Greneral in tbe army in 1879. 
In 1880 be resigned tbe post of 
Goyernor of tbe Eoyal Military 
Academy at Woolwicb, on being 
appointed Surveyor-General of Ord- 
nance. Tbe following year be 
became Colonel Commandant of tbe 
Eoyal Artillery. He was Cbief of 
tbe Staff and second in command of 
tbe expeditionary force sent to 
Egypt in 1882 under tbe command 
of Sir Garnet Wolseley, and for bis 
services be received tbe tbanks of 
Parliament and tbe Grand Cross of 
tbe Order of tbe Batb. In Dec.^ 
1882j be was appointed Governor of 
Gibi^tar, in succession to Lord 
Napier of Magdala. Sir Jobn Adye 
is tbe author of "Tbe Defence of 
Cawnpore by tbe Troops under tbe 
Orders of Major-General C. A. 
Windbam in Nov., 1857/* Lond., 
1858; "A Eeview of tbe Crimean 
War to tbe Winter of 1854-5/* 
Lond., 1860 ; " Sitana . a Momatain 
Campaign on tbe Borders of Aff- 
gbanistan in 1863/* Lond., 1867; 
and " Tbe British Army in 1875 ; a 
reply to Mr. John Holms/* 1876 
He married in 1856 Mary Cordelia, 
eldest daughter of tbe late Yice- 
Admiral Sir Montagu Stopford, 
K.C.B. 

AIKINS, The Hon. James Cox, 
Lieutenant-Governor of tbe Pro- 
vince of Manitoba, in tbe Dominion 
of Canada, was born in tbe town- 
ship of Toronto, county Peel, On- 
tario, March 30, 1823. He was 
educated at Victoria College, Co- 
bourg, and entered public life in 
1854, by representing bis native 
county in tbe Canadian Assembly, 
which be continued to do until 
1861. In tbe following year be 
was elected a member of tbe Legis- 
lative Council for tbe "Home** 
Division, comprising the counties of 
Peel and Halton. He continued to 
sit in tbe Council until it was 
abolished by Confederation, after 
which be was raised to tbe Senate. 
In December, 1869, be became a 
mombor of tbe Privy Council, and 


entered tbe Macdonald Government 
as Secretary of State, remaining in 
that office until tbe fall of the 
Government in 1873. In 1872 be 
framed and carried through Parlia- 
ment tbe Public Lands Act of that 
year, and subsequently organized 
the Dominion Lands Bureau, a de- 
partment of government entrusted 
with tbe management of tbe lands 
acquired in tbe North-West, chiefly 
from -the Hudson*s Bay Company, 
a department which is now con- 
trolled by tbe Canadian Mimster of 
tbe Interior. On tbe return of tbe 
Macdonald Government to power, 
in 1878, Senator Allans resumed tbe 
portfolio of Secretary of State, 
exchanging it two years later for 
tbe office of Minister of Inland 
Eevenue. In 1882 be accepted tbe 
Lieutenant - Governorship of tbe 
province of Manitoba. 

AINSWOETH, William Eban- 
cis, Pb.D., L.E C.S., P.S.A., 

P.E.G.S , was bom in 1807. Hav- 
ing travelled abroad, be became, in 
1829, editor of tbe Journal of Natu~ 
ral and Geological Science, On 
tbe breaking out of cholera in Sun- 
derland, in 1832, be was one of tbe 
first to repair thither in order to 
study tbe new epidemic, and be 
published tbe result of bis observa- 
tions in a work "On Pestilential 
Cholera.** He was successively ap- 
pomted surgeon to tbe cholera hos- 
pitals at St. George*s, Hanover 
Square, and at Westport, Ballm- 
robe, Claremorns, and Newport, in 
Ireland. Whilst in that country 
be lectured on geology in Dublin 
and Limerick In 1835 be was ap- 
pointed surgeon and geologist to 
the Euphrates Expedition, and pub- 
lished " Eesearcbes in Assyria, 
Babylonia, and Cbaldaea,** 1838, in 
which year be was also sent by tbe 
Eoyal Geographical Society, and 
tbe Society for Promoting Cibristian 
Knowledge, to tbe Nestorian Chris- 
tians in Kurdistan. His " Travels 
in Asia Minor, Mesopotamia, and 
Armenia,** 1842, and "Travels in 
the Track of tbe Ten Thousand 
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Greeks/^ of which an analysis was 
also given in Bohn's edition of 
Xenophon's "Anabasis^" were the 
result of the two 3ourneySj extend- 
ing over a period of seven years. 
Mr. Ainsworth has edited Claims 
of the Oriental Christians/' “Lares 
and Penates; or, Cilicia and its 
Governors," “The Euphrates Val- 
ley Eoute to India," “ On an Indo- 
European Telegraph by the Valley 
of the Tigris" (since caiTied out by 
the Turkish Government), “All 
Bound the World," “The Illus- 
tmted Universal Gazetteer," &c. 
JMr. Ainsworth is a member of many 
foreign societies. He was one of 
the founders of the West London 
Hospital," of which he is at present 
the Treasurer and one of the Trus- 
tees. 

AIEY, Sir Georoe Biddell, 
K C.B., P.E.S., the late Astronomer 
Royal, a native of Alnwick, North- 
umberland, born June 27, 1801, was 
educated at private schools at Here- 
ford and Colchester, and at the Col- 
chester Grammar School, whence 
he proceeded to Trinity College, 
Cambridge, in 1819. In 1822 he 
was elected Scholar, and in 182-i 
Fellow, of Trinity, having gradu- 
ated B A. in the previous year, 
when he came out senior wrangler. 
In 1826 he took his degree of M.A., 
and was elected Lucasian Professor. 
This office, rendered illustrious by 
having been filled by Barrow and 
Newton, had become a sinecure. 
No sooner was Professor Airy elec- 
ted, than he resolved to turn it to 
account, and to deliver public lec- 
tures on Experimental Philosophy. 
He commenced this good work in 
1827, and continued it to 1836, the 
series being known as the first in 
which the Undulatory Theory of 
Light was efficiently illustrated. 
In 1828 he was elected to the Plu- 
mian Professorship, and in that 
capacity was intrusted with the en- 
tire management of the Cambridge 
Observatory, On taking charge of 
this post he commenced a course of 
observations, and introduced im- 


provements in the form of the cal- 
culation and publication of the 
observations, which have served as 
a pattern at Greenwich and other 
observatories. Professor Amy also 
superintended the mounting of the 
Equatorial, the Mural Circle, and 
the Northumberland Telescope (the 
last entirely from his own plans), 
at the Cambridge Observatory. 
When the question of admission of 
Dissenters to Academical Degrees 
was first raised about 1831, Mr. 
Airy was one of the sixty-three 
Members of the Senate who sup- 
ported it. In 1835 he succeeded 
Mr. Pond as Astronomer Royal. 
In this capacity he distinguished 
himself by giving greater regu- 
larity to the proceedings in the 
Observatory at Greenwich, by main- 
tainmg the general outline of the 
plan which its essential character 
and its historical associations have 
imposed upon that institution, 
while he introduced new instru- 
ments and new modes of calcu- 
lation and publication, by which 
the value of the Observatory to 
science is much increased. It is 
not our province to describe in de- 
tail the Transit Circle, the Altazi- 
muth, the Reflex Zenith Tube, the 
Water-Telescope, and the large 
first-class Equatorial, erected from 
Sir G. B. Airy^s plans, and under his 
superintendence. It is sufficient to 
say that the latter was, at the date 
of its erection, the most magnificent 
instrument of its kmd in the world ; 
though now surpassed in size by 
later instruments. A double-image 
micrometer, invented by him, has 
been found very valuable, for its 
accuracy and convenience. Sir G. 
B. Airy, who computed, edited, 
and published the observations of 
Groombridge, Catton, and Fallows, 
and reduced the Greenwich obser- 
vations of planets and observations 
of the moon from 1750 down to the 
present time, has also thrown much 
light on ancient chronology, by 
computing several of the most im- 
portant eclipses of former ages. 
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Three times (viz., in 1842, 1851, 
and 1860) has he visited the Con- 
tinent for the purpose of observing 
different solar echpses ; and on the 
last-named occasion he organised an 
expedition of English and forei^ 
astronomers to Spain, which is 
known as the "^Himalayan Expe- 
dition,^^ from the name of the ship 
lent for the purpose by the Admi- 
ralty. Sir G. B. Airy has illus- 
trated the Newtonian theory of 
gravitation, and approximated the 
great object of ascertaining the 
weight of the earth, by a series of 
experiments on the relative vibra- 
tions of a pendulum at the top and 
at the bottom of a deep mine 
(the Harton Colliery, near South 
Shields) ; has paid great attention 
to the testmg and improvement of 
marine chronometers j and to the 
diffusion, by galvanic telegraph, of 
accurate time-signals. In 1838 he 
was consulted by the Government 
respecting* the disturbance of the 
compass in iron-built ships, and 
the result of the experiments and 
theory developed by him on that 
occasion was the establishment of a 
system of mechanical correction by 
means of magnets and iron, whid[i 
has since been adopted universally. 
He was chairman of the Commis- 
sion appointed to consider the 
general question of standards, and 
of the Commission intrusted with 
the superintendence of the construc- 
tion of new Standards of Length 
and Weight, after the great fire 
which destroyed the former national 
standards m the Houses of Parlia- 
ment in 1834. The account of the 
proceedings on these occasions, 
published in the Philosophical 
Transactions,” is from his pen. He 
advocated the establishment of a 
decimal coinage and, acting as one 
of three Royal Commissioners on 
Railway Gauge, recommended the 
narrow as opposed to the broad 
gauge on our railways? conducted 
the astronomical oi>erations pre- 
paratory to the definition of the 
boundary between Canada and the 


United States, and aided in tra- 
cing the Oregon boundary. Sir C. . 
B. Airy contributed to the "" Cam- 
bridge Transactions,” The Philo- 
sophical Transactions,” ""The Me- 
moirs of the Royal Astronomical 
Society,” the PhilosopMcal Maga- 
%%%6» and the Athenoeum (often 
under the signature of A.B.G.). In 
the Athmosum are several papers 
on antiquarian subjects, especially 
British. He also wrote strongly in 
the Athenceum and elsewhere in 
opposition to the legislation pro- 
posed by the University Commis- 
sioners in reference to his own 
university, and more especially to 
his own college In 1869 he com- 
municated a remarkable discovery 
to the ]^yal Astronomical Society, 
in a "^"Note on Atmospheric Chro- 
matic Dispersion, as affecting Tele- 
scopic Observation, and on the 
Mode of Correcting it.” He was 
intrusted with the entire direction 
of the British portion of the enter- 
prise for observing the Transit of 
Venus in Deo. 1874 ? on the results 
of which a Report was communi- 
cated to the House of Commons in 
1877. More recently he has sug- 
gested a new method of treating 
the Limar Theory. He added to 
the original course of labours at the 
Royal Observatory a very complete 
system of magnetic, meteorological, 
photoheliographic, and spectro- 
scopic observations. The principal 
works written by Sir G. B. Airy are, 
""Gravitation,” for the Penny Cyclo^ 
pcedia^ published separately; also, 
""Mathematical Tracts” (fourth edi- 
tion), "" Ipswich Lectures on Astro- 
nomy ” (fourth edition), "" Treatise 
on Errors of Observation” (1861), 
""Treatise on Sound ” (1869), ""Trea- 
tise on Magnetism” (1870); also 
""Trigonometry,” ""Figure of the 
Earth,” and ""Tides and Waves,” 
in the Encyclojgcedm MeirojpoUiana, 
since republished separately; and 
"" Notes on the early Hebrew Scrip- 
tures.” Sir G. B. Airy has re- 
ceived the Lalande medal of the 
French Institute, for discoveries in 
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astronomy ; the Copley medal of the 
Royal Society^ for optical theories j 
the Royal medal of the same^ for 
tidal investigations j the Medal of 
the Royal Astronomical Society on 
two occasions, for discovery of an 
inequality of long period in the 
movements of Venus and the Earth, 
and for reduction of the planetary 
observations , the Albert Medal, 
presented by the Prince of Wales ; 
and the medal of the Institution of 
Civil Engineers for suggestions on 
the construction of bribes of very 
wide span. Erom the Universities 
of Oxford, Cambridge, and Edin- 
burgh he has also received the 
honorary degrees of D.C.L. and 
LL.D. ; he is a P.R.S., a Member of 
the Royal Astronomical Society, 
and of the Cambridge Philosophical 
Society, and an Honorary Member 
of the Institution of Civil Engi- 
neers ; is one of the eight Foreign 
Associates of the Institute of 
France ; and has long been con- 
nected, as Foreign Correspondent, 
with many other foreign academies. 
Appointed one of the first members 
of the Senate of the University of 
London, he soon after resigned the 
of6.ce. He served on the Royal 
Commission appointed in 1868 to 
inquire into the standard weights 
and measures j was nominated a 
Companion (Civil) of the Bath, May 
17, 1871 ; and created a Knight 
Commander of the same order, July 
30, 1872. On Dec 1, 1873, Sir G-. 
B. Airy resigned the position of 
President of the Royal Society 
which he had held for two years. 
He was honoured by admission to 
the freedom of the City of London 
in 1876 ; and he was elected a 
Foreign Associate of the Dutch 
Academy^ of Sciences in 1878. On 
his resignation of the post of As- 
tronomer Royal in 1881 the Trea- 
sury awarded him a pension of 
£11(^ per annum in consideration 
of his long and valuable services. 

AITCHISOH, Q-eoroe, A.R.A., 
architect, was bom Nov 7, 1825, 
at 62, Edgeware Road, London, 


and educated at Merchant Tay- 
lors' School and University Col- 
lege, London. He graduated B A. 
at the London University in 
1850, having previously been ap- 
pomted a student at the Royal 
Academy in 18-17. From 1853 to 
1855 he travelled in France and 
Italy. He was elected a member 
of the Royal Institute of British 
Artists in 1862, and afterwards 
became a member of the Council. 
He was appointed examiner for the 
Voluntary Architectural examina- 
tion, and also examiner for the Na- 
tional Art Prizes at South Kensing- 
ton Mr. Aitchison gamed medals at 
the Philadelphia, Sydney and Mel- 
bourne Exhibitions; was made an 
officer of Public Instruction by the 
I’rench Government in 1879 ; and 
on Jmie 2, 1881, was elected an 
Associate of the Royal Academy in 
the place of the late William Bur- 
ges. He gave lectures on Archi- 
tecture at the Royal Academy in 
1882. Mr Aitchison has built large 
warehouses for the London and St. 
Katherine Dock Co.'s offices, Mark 
Lane, Mmcing Lane ; workmen's 
restaurants in the Borough and 
Whitechapel ; schools at Parley 
and Knoyle ; houses for Lord R. 
Grosvenor at Stalbridge, for Sir 
F. Leighton, P R.A. at Kensington, 
and for Mr. J. Stewart Hodgson ; a 
studio for Mr. P. H. Calderon, R.A. ; 
a picture gallery for Mr. G. F. 
Watts, R.A. ; and a Board room 
with furniture for the Thames Con- 
servancy. He has also altered 
and decorated houses for Mr. ‘ P. 
Wyndham, M. P., the Duke of Mon- 
trose, the Princess Louise, Mr. F. 
Lehman, Mr. T. Eustace Smith, Mr. 
John Aird, and the Arab Hall for 
Sir^ P. Leighton. He likewise 
designed the fittings and furniture 
for the British Art section of the 
Paris Exhibition. 

ALBANI, Mabamb, vocalist, is a 
French Canadian, being a native of 
Montreal, and her real name is 
Em m a la J eunesse. She was trainrd 
in the study of music from eaely

cbildlioodj by Ker fatker wlio was 
Mrtiself a skilful musician. Losing- 
their mother while still of tender 
age^ she and her sisters were sent 
to the convent of the Sacre Cceur at 
Montreal to complete their educa- 
tion. Her father afterwards sent 
her to Europe for musical instruction 
not obtainable elsewhere. Under 
the care of Bai'oness Lafitte^ she was 
two yeai's at Pai-is, where she studied 
under the famous Duprez. She then 
became a pupil of the old maestro 
Lamperti at Milan. Several years 
of hard study followed till at lengthy 
in 1870, she made her dehut at Mes- 
sina under her present name, with 
entire success Immediately after- 
wards she was engaged for Malta 
In the winter of 1871-72 she sang 
at the theatre of La Pergola at 
Florence with great success. Her 
crowning effort was in the "Mi- 
gnon ” of Ambroise Thomas, already 
condemned in four theatres in Italy, 
but which in Madame Albard’s hands 
obtained a complete success among 
the jealous Italians. She appeared 
at the Eoyal Italian Opera, London, 
in 1872, and since then has been a 
great favourite both in this country 
and the United States. In Feb. 
1883, Madame Albani was arngi-ng 
in opera at Washington with great 
success, appearing in “ Faust and 
Eigoletto.” She closed her Ameri- 
can operatic tour at Philadelphia, 
April, 16, 1883, in the "Flying 
Butchman.^^ 

ALBANY, DUKE OF, H.E.H. 
PniNCB Leopold G-borge Dxtncan 
Albert, K.G., Earl of Clarence, 
and Baron Arklow, Prince of Saxe 
Coburg and Gotha, fourth son of 
Queen Victoria, was bom at Buck- 
ingham Palace, April 7, 1853. He 
matriculated at the University of 
Oxford in 1872, and was created a 
D.C.L. in 1876. Parliament voted 
him a grant of .£15,000 a year on 
his att&iing his majority, with an 
addition of .£10,000 a year on his 
marriage. In May, 1881, his Royal 
Highness was created a peer of the 
realm with the title of Duke of 


I Albany. His marriage with the 
Prmcess Frederica Augusta, daugh- 
ter of His Serene Highness the 
Prince of Waldeck and Pyrmont 
was celebrated at Windsor Castle, 
April 27, 1882. 

ALBEMARLE (Earl of), The 
Right Hok. George Thomas Kep- 
PEL, third, but eldest surviving son 
of William Charles, the fourth earl, 
was born in London, June 13, 1799, 

I and educated at Westminster 
School. When less than sixteen 
years old he was gazetted an officer 
of the 14th Regiment of Foot, and 
a few months later he escaped un- 
scathed from the field of Waterloo, 
and entered Pans shoeless and al- 
most in rags. In 1821 he became 
aide-de-camp to the Governor- 
General of India, the Marquis of 
Hastings. Subsequently he made 
an extensive tour through Arabia, 
Persia, and Russia (1824), and on 
his return to England he obtained 
from the Duke of Wellington an 
unattached majority, which left 
him free to go where he pleased. 
In 1825 he was appointed aide-de- 
camp to Lord Wellesley, then Lord- 
Lieutenant of Ireland. At the 
same time he held a similar posi- 
tion with the Duke of Sussex in 
England, and he divided his time 
between the two countries. Soon 
after the accession of Queen Vic- 
toria he was appomted Groom-in- 
Waiting to Her Majesty. He rep- 
resented East Norfolk in the first 
reformed Parliament (1832-5), and 
afterwards sat for Lymington (1847- 
50). For a short period he acted 
as private secretary to Lord John 
Russell (1846-7). On the death of 
his brother, the fifth earl, in 1851, 
he succeeded to the earldom of 
Albemarle. His lordship became a 
Major-General in 1858, Lieutenant- 
General in 1866, and General in 
1874. He is the author of "Per- 
sonal Narrative of a Journey from 
India to England, by Bussorah, 
Bagdad, the Ruins of Babylon, 
Cxirtistan, the Court of Persia, the 
western shore of the Caspian Sea, 
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Astrakhan, Niskney Novogorod, 
Mosco'wr, and St. Petersbnfgh, m 
the year 1824,” second edition, 2 
vols , 1827 5 Narrative of a Jom- 
ney across the Balcan , also, of a 
Yisit to Azani, and other newly- 
discovered Buins in Asia Minor, in 
1829-30,” 2 vols. 1831 ,* “ Memoirs 
of the Marquis of Bockingham and 
his Contemporaries,^^ 2 vols., 1852 ; 
and " Fifty Years of my Lite,” an 
autobiography, 2 vols., 1876, third 
edition, 1877. 

ALBEBT (Archduke or Aus- 
tria), Frederick Bodolph, born 
August 3, 1817, is the son of the late 
Archduke Charles and the Princess 
Henrietta of N assau- W eilburg He 
married, m 1814, the Princess 
Hildegarde, of Bavaria, who died 
April 2, 1864, leaving two daughters. 
At an early age he entered the 
army, ^ commanded a division in 
Italy in 1849, took an impoi*tant 
part in the battle of Novara, re- 
ceived at the end of the campaign 
the command of the 3rd Corps 
d'^Amee, and was afterwards ap- 
pointed Gl-overnor-Greneral of Hun- 
gary. Durmg a leave of absence 
^corded to Field-Marshal Benedek, 
in 1861, he was appointed to the 
co mman d of the Austrian troops in 
Lombardy and Yenetia During 
the campaign of 1866 he gained a 
victory over the Italian army at 
Custozza, and, after the battle of 
Sadowa, he was made (13 th July, 
1866) Commander-in-Cluef of the 
Austrian army, which title he re- 
tained till March, 1869, when he 
exchanged it for that of Inspector- 
General of the army. He pub- 
lished, in 1869, a work on Bespon- 
sibility in War” (TJeier die Verant- 
wortlicJhlceit vm, Knege). This has 
been translated into French by L 
Dufour, captain of artillery, and an 
English translation of it is given 
in Capt. W. J. Wyatt's “Beflections 
on the Formation of Armies, with 
a Yiew to the Be-organization of 
the English Army,” 1869. 

ALBONI, Maria, was born at 
Ceaena,in the States of the Church, 


in 1824. Her father, who held a 
post in the customs department, 
gave her a good education. Having, 
at an early age, given proof of pos- 
sessing an exquisite taste for music 
and singing, she became the pupil 
of Bossini, and at fifteen made her 
d^ut at the Communal Theatre at 
Bologna. It was a great success, 
and led to her being engaged at the 
theatre of La Scala, at Milan, 
where she established her reputa- 
tion so firmly that she undertook a 
professional torn* through most of 
the capitals of Europe, and ap- 
peared, in 1846, at Covent Garden 
Theatre, London, then under the 
direction of Mr. Delafield. Here 
she presented a counter attraction 
to Jenny Lind at the rival house of 
Her Majesty's Theatre, and was at 
once enrolled amongst the leading 
singers of Europe. In 1847 she 
went to France, and in October 
gave three or four concerts at the 
Parisian Opera, and succeeded in 
attaining the highest position . She 
accepted an engagement, on her 
own terms, from M Yatel, the 
director of the Italian Opera, and 
played in succession the i^arts of 
Arsace in Semiramide ” ; of Mal- 
colm in Donna del Lago ; ” and of 
Orsima in " Lucrezia Borgia j ” 
besides appearing in "'Cenerentola,” 
'^11 Barbiere,” and other pieces. 
Madame Alboni has visited America 
and other countries, in all of which 
she has experienced an enthusiastic 
reception, and has appeared during 
provincial tours at Dublin, Edin- 
burgh, Birmingham, Manchester, 
and most of the larger cities of the 
three kingdoms. During the last 
few seasons of her professional 
career Madame Alboni was engaged 
at Her Majesty's Theatre, and there 
was scarcely an opera of high merit 
in which she did not appear, 
Madame Alboni's celebrity as a 
lyric artiste is chiefly owing to the 
power, fine quality, flexibility, and 
compass of her rich contralto voice, 
which ranges as high as that of a 
mexgo-soprano ; and her florid style 
o 
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of singing is rendered the more 
effective by her vivacity and grace. 
Some years since this lady became 
the mfe of Count PepolOj of the 
Etonian States, though she retained 
upon the stage to the last that 
maiden name under -which she first 
became a favourite, and she retired 
from public life in 1863. 

ALCESTER (Baron) The Rioht 
Hon. Frederick Beauchajvip Pa- 
OET SE-mouR, Gr.C B., is the only 
surviving son of the late Sir Horace 
Beauchamp Seymour, M.P., by his 
.first mfe, Elizabeth MaUett, 
daughter of the late Sir La-wrence 
Palkj Bai’t. ,• and a grandson of 
Vice-Admiral Lord Hugh Seymoui*. 
He was bom in Bruton Street, 
London, on April 12, 1821, -was edu- 
cated at Eton, and entered the 
Royal Navy in Jan., 1834, recei-ving 
his Heutenant^s commission in 
March, 1842. He became a captain 
in 1854, rear-admiral in 1870, -Tice- 
admiral in 1876, and admiml in 
1882. He served as a volunteer in 
the Burmese -war of 1852-3 as aide- 
de-camp to General Godwin, and 
led the storming party of Fusiliers 
at the capture of the works and 
pagoda of Pegu. He was also pre- 
sent m numerous other engage- 
ments on land and water, was four 
times gazetted, and awarded the 
Burmese medal -with the clasp for 
Pegu, at the close of the campaign 
In 1854 he served agamst the Rus- 
sians in the operations in the White 
Sea, and is in receipt of the Baltic 
medal. A few years later, viz , 
1860-1, as commodore in command 
of the "Australian station, he took 
part in the operations of the Haval 
Brigade in New Zealand, again dis- 
tinguishing himself, and receiving 
the New Zealand medal and the 
Companionship of the Bath. In 
1866 he was appointed an aide-de- 
camp to the Queen. From 1868 tili 
1870 he was private secretary to 
the First Lord of ihe Admiralty, 
and he commanded the Detached 
Squadron from December, 1870, till 
May, 1872, from which date till 


March, 1874, he was one of the 
Lords of the Admiralty. From 
October, 1874, till November, 1877, 
when he was made a K.C.B., he 
commanded the Channel Squadron, 
and he was appointed commander- 
in-chief in the Mediterranean m 
February, 1880. In September of 
the same year he assumed the 
supreme command of the Allied 
Fleet of the European Powers, 
which made a naval demonstration 
off the Albanian coast in conse- 
quence of the refusal of the Porte 
to agree to the cession of Dulcigno 
to Montenegro. Eventually the 
Turks consented to the cession, and 
the object for which the European 
fleet had been assembled in the 
Adriatic having thus been achieved, 
it dispersed on Dec. 5. Sir Beau- 
champ Seymour received the thanks 
of Her Maj'est3^s Government, for 
the manner in which he performed 
his duty on this occasion, and he 
was created a' Grand Cross of the 
Bath in the foUowing year (1881). 
In the warlike operations in Egypt 
in 1882 he took a conspicuous part, 
as coinmander-in-chief of the 
Mediterranean fleet. On the 6th 
of July he demanded of Arabi 
Pasha the instant cessation of the 
works on the forts at Alexandria, 
under penalty of bombardment; 
and on the 10th he dispatched 
an ultimatum to the Egyptian 
Ministry, demanding, not only the 
cessation of aU defensive works, 
but also the surrender of the forts 
at the mouth of the harbour. Early 
on the morning of the 11th eight 
British ironclads and five gunboats 
advanced to the attack, and al- 
though the Egyptian gunners 
fought them guns exceedingly well, 
the forts were, in a few hours, laid 
m ruins or silenced, with shghtloss 
on the British side, and with trifling 
damage to the ships. On the fol- 
lowing day flags of truce were 
hoisted on shore, and in the after- 
noon one of the British officers, 
being sent to treat with the enemy, 
discovered that the city had been 
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completely abandoned by Arabi and 
bis troopsj and tbat tbe flag’s bad 
been merely used as devices to 
enable tbe army to withdraw from 
tbe city without further molesta- 
tion. Sir Beauchamp Seymour re- 
mained in supreme command at tbe 
occupation and arrangement of 
affairs in Egypt until tbe arrival of 
tbe army under tbe command of 
General Sir Garnet Wolseley. For 
bis distmguisbed services be re- 
ceived tbe thanks of Parliament, 
and was elevated to tbe peerage by 
tbe title of Baron Alcester of Al- 
cester, in tbe county of Warwick. 

ALCOCK, Sib Eutherfobd, 
K.C B., D.C L., son of Thomas 
Alcock, Esq., a medical pi-actitioner 
of some eminence in bis day, was 
born in London in 1809. He him- 
self was educated for tbe medical 
profession, and after taking bis 
diploma in 1831 be spent some 
years on tbe medical staff of tbe 
British auxiliary forces employed 
in Portugal and Spain, m further- 
ance of the pobcy of tbe Quadruple 
Treaty with regard to tbe Miguebte 
and Carlist wars of tbat time. He 
rose rapidly in both services j re- 
tired in 1837 with tbe rank of 
Deputy Inspector-General of Hos- 
it^s, and subsequently received 
er Majesty^s permission to receive 
and wear tbe insignia of tbe 
Tower and Sword of Portugal, tbe 
Cross of Charles III,, and tbe 
Commander’s Cross of the Order of 
Isabella II. of Spain, conferred 
upon him for bis services in tbe 
field. On bis return borne be was 
appointed British Conmussionei’ in 
the two " Mixed Commissions,” 
which sat in succession to settle the 
claims of tbe British auxiliary 
forces, naval and mibtary, on tbe 
governments of Spain and Portu- 
gal, for which bis knowledge of tbe 
two languages, and of tbe services, 
e^eciaJly recommended him. Both 
these Commissions were brought to 
a satisfactory termination, and in 
1844 be entered tbe Consular ser- 
vice, being appointed BCer Majesty’s 


Consul at Foochow j afterwards bo 
was appointed in succession Consul 
at Sbangbae and Canton , in 1S5S 
be was selected to establish Treaty 
relations with Japan as her Ma- 
jesty’s Consul-General. In 1859 be 
was promoted to tbe rank of Envoy 
Extraordinary and Minister Pleni- 
potentiary — ^tbe first instance on 
record, we believe, of such a pro- 
motion from tbe consular service to 
tbe diplomatic. Ho occupied this 
IDOst until lSb5, under a perpetual 
menace of violence and assassin <i- 
tion. In 1S61 an armed forc<j of 
Lonins stormed tbe British Lega- 
tion in tbe middle of tbe night, 
kilbng and wounding many of the 
inmates. But when be left the 
country, commerce and friendly re- 
lations bad been formally cbtali- 
lisbed, after tbe decisive blow, 
struck under bis direction, at tbe 
confederacy of hostile Daiinios, in 
tbe attack on Simonoseki, winch, 
as tbe event proves, changed tbe 
whole course of Japanese policy 
and history. Ho was made a C.B. 
in 1860, and a K.C.B. in 1802 ; in 
1865 be was transferred to lacking 
as Her Majesty’s Minister and 
Chief Superintendent of Trad(' in 
China. This post be hold until 187 1 , 
when be resigned, after twenty- 
seven years’ service in the " Far 
East.” Both in Japan and • China 
be has left bis mark in more than 
one direction. Tbe municipal 
government of Sbangbae, which 
has earned it tbe complimentary 
title of tbe "Model Settlement,” 
took in bis bands in 1853 tbe form 
it has since retained, with bttlo 
material change. And tbe Foreign 
Inspectorate of Customs is an in- 
stitution which will always be as- 
sociated with bis name, as its 
originator at Sbangbae. In 1863 
tbe IJniversity of Oxford conferred 
on him tbe honorary degree of 
D C.L., and in 1876 be was elected 
President of tbe Boyal Geographi- 
cal Society. He was appointed one 
of tbe British Commissioners for 
tbe Paris Exposition of 1878. He 
c 2 
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was a member of tlie Royal Com- 
mission appointed in 1881 to en- 
quire into the condition of the 
London Hospitals for small-po 
and fever cases, and into tlie means 
of preventing the spread of infec- 
tion ; and in 1882 he presided over 
the Health department at the Con- 
gress of the Social Science Associa- 
tion held at Kottingham. Sir 
Rutherford is the author of Notes 
on the Medical History and Statis- 
tics of the British Legion of Spam,” 
1S3S, ^‘Elements of Japanese Gram- 
mar/’ 1861 5 The Capital of the 
Tycoon: a narrative of a Three 
Years’ Residence in Japan,” 2 vols., 
1863 5 “ Familiar Dialogues in Ja- 
panese, -wuth English and French 
Translations,” 1863 ; and " Art and 
Ai‘t Industries in Japan,” 1878. He 
also edited, and added a concluding 
chapter to, *'The Journey of Au- 
gustus Raymond Margary from 
Shanghae to Bhamo, and hack to 
Manwyne,” 1876 ; and he has been 
a frequent contributor to the Quar- 
terly and Edinburgh Reviews, 

AliCOTT , Amos Bron-son, teach- 
er and philosopher, was bom in 
Wolcott, Connecticut, November 
29, 1799. After a brief mercantile 
experience he began teaching, at 
first in Connecticut, afterwards 
(1828) in Boston, and ultimately in 
Concord, Massachusetts, where he 
still resides. Mr. Alcott’s cele- 
brity is founded not only on the 
success of his school and his 
methods of teaching, but also upon 
his fame as a philosophical thinker 
and conversationalist. In 1836 he 
published “ Conversations with 
Children on the Gospels ” (2 vols.) ; 
in 1868 "Tablets;” and in 1872 
" Concord Days.” A description of 
his school may be found in E. P. 
Peabody’s "Record of a School” 
(1834). 

ALCOTT, Louisa Mat, daughter 
of Amos Bronson Alcott, bom at 
Germantown, Pennsylvania, in 1833. 
She began to write at an early age, 
and her first book, " Fairy Tales,” 
was published in 1855. During the j 


civil war she wa,s a hospital nurse, 
and in 1863 published a volume of 
" Hospital Sketches,” made up 
from letters which she had written 
to her family. In 1863 she became 
a contributor to the Atlantic 
Monthly. She has published several 
novels, among which are " Moods,” 
1861, "Morning Glories and other 
Stories,” 1867, Little Women,” 
lS6vS, "An Old-Fashioned Girl,” 
1869, "Little Men,” 1871 ; "Work: 
a Story of Experience,” 1873 ; 

Cupid and Chow-Chow : and other 
Stories,” 1873 ; " Eight Cousins : 
or the Aunt Hill,” 1875 ; " Silver 
Pitchers and other Stories,” 1876 ; 
" Rose in Bloom,” a sequel to 
" Eight Cousins,” 1877 ; " Under 
the Lilacs,” 1878, "Jack and 
JiU,” 1880 ; and a series of short 
stories under the general title of 
"Aunt Jo’s Scrap-Bag.” 

ALDRICH, Thomas Bailey, born 
at Portsmouth, New Hampshire, 
Nov. 11, 1836. He entered the 
counting-house of his uncle, a New 
York merchant, where he remained 
three years, during which period he 
began to write for the journals, and 
was afterwards for a time proof- 
reader. He has contributed prose 
and verse to various periodicals, 
most of which have subsequently 
been published separately. Among 
the collected volumes are "The 
Bells,” 1855 ; " The Ballad of Baby 
Bell and other Poems,” 1856 ; " The 
Course of True Love never did Run 
Smooth,” 1858; "Pampinea and 
other Poems,” 1861 ,* a volume of 
"Poems,” 1865; "Cloth of Gold 
and other Poems,” 1874 ; " Flower 
and Thorn,” 1876 ; " Lyrics and Son- 
nets,” 1880 ; and " Friar Jerome’s 
Beautiful Book,” 1881. Among his 
prose tales are "Daisy’s Necklace 
and Wiat Came of it,” 1857 ; ^^Out 
of his Head, a Romance in Prose,” 
1862 ; " The Story of a Bad Boy,” 
1869 ; " Margery Daw,” 1873 ; " Pru- 
dence Palfrey,” 1874 ; " The Queen 
of Sheba,” 1877; and "Stillwater 
Tragedy,” 1880. He is now editor 
of the Atlantic Monthly, Boston, 
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ALEXANDER III (Alexandro- 
vitch), Empebob and Autocrat 
OP All the Russias, who suc- 
ceeded to the throne on the murder 
of his father hy Nihilist conspirators 
on March 13, N.S. 1881, was born 
March 10, 1845. Since his eleva- 
tion to the throne he has seldom 
appeared in public, but has lived in 
the closest retirement at G-atchina, 
being in constant dread of the 
machinations of the secret societies 
of Socialists. His coronation took 
place at Moscow, May 27, 1883. 
He married, in 1866, Mary-Peodo- 
rovna (formerly Mary Sophia Pre- 
derica Dagmar), daughter of Chris- 
tian IX., Xing of Denmark. 

ALEXANDER I., Prince op 
Bulgaria, is the son of Prince Alex- 
ander of Battenberg (Hesse), brother 
of the late Empress of Russia, and 
was born April 5, 1857 His 
mother, born Countess von Kauck, 
was the daughter of a former Polish 
Minister of War, and was raised to 
the rank of Princess on her mor- 
ganatic marriage with the ruler of 
Hesse The Prince of Bulgaria is a 
second son of this union, an elder 
brother serving in the English 
Navy. Prince Alexander served 
with the Russian army during the 
war with Turkey. Part of the time 
he rode in the ranks of the 8th 
Regiment of Uhlans, and he was 
also attached to the staff of Prince 
Charles of Roumania, as well as to 
the Russian head-quarters He was 
present with Prince Charles at the 
siege of Plevna, and crossed the 
Balkans with G-eneral Gourko 
Soon after returning to Germany 
from the Russo-Turkish campaign 
he was transfeired from the Hessian 
Regiment of Dragoons, to which he 
had belonged, to the Prussian Life 
Guards, and did garrison duty in 
Potsdam. He was elected heredi- 
tary Prince of Bulgaria by the As- 
sembly of Notables at Timova, 
April 29, 1879, and by a vote of the 
Grand National Assembly on July 
13, 1881, he was invested with ex- 
traordinary legislative , powers for 


seven years. He was aiipointed an 
honorary Knight Companion of the 
Order of the Bath in June, 1879. 

ALEXANDER, Lieut -Gen Sib 
James Edward, C B , of Westerton, 
CO Stirling, eldest son of the late 
Mr. Edward Alexander, of Powis, 
CO. Clackmannan (a descendant of 
the Alexanders of Menstrie, after- 
wards Earls of Stirling), was born 
in 1803, and educated at the col- 
leges of Edinburgh, Glasgow, and 
Sandhurst. Having entered the 
army, he held several staff and 
other appointments in India, at the 
Cape, and in North America, and 
took part in the Burmese, Persian, 
Turkish, Portuguese, and Kaj0S.r 
wars. He was employed in 1836-7 
on an expedition of discovery in the 
interior of Africa, receiving for his 
services the honour of knighthood, 
and he also explored for the govern- 
ment in the forests of America. He 
commanded the 14th regiment at 
the siege and capture of Sebastopol, 
and held a command in New Zea- 
land during the war. Sir James 
IS the author of several volumes 
of travel, including "Excursions 
in Western Africa,^' "An Expedi- 
tion into Southern Africa/" "Ex- 
plorations in British America,” 
"Sketches in Portugal,"* "Trans- 
atlantic Sketches,"" "Travels from 
India to England,"" " Travels 
through Russia and the Crimea,"’ 
and of " Translations from the 
Persian,"" a "Life of the Duke of 
Wellington,"" and " Passages in the 
Life of a Soldier."" Sir James, who 
is a lieutenant-general in the army, 
has been decorated for his public 
services with several foreign orders 
and war medals, and is a Eellow of 
the Royal Society of Edinburgh and 
of the Scottish Antiquaries, and of 
the Royal Geographical and Royal 
Asiatic Societies. In 1875 he pro- 
ceeded to Egypt to arrange for the 
transport of Cleopatra’s Needle to 
London. He was nominated a C B. 
in 1873. 

ALEXANDER, Stephen, LL.D., 

born at Schenectady, New York, 
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September Ij 1806. He graduated 
at TJnion College, in 1824 ; and in 
1834 was elected Adjunct Professor 
of Matbematies in the College of 
New Jersey. In 1840 the Professor- 
ship of Astronomy was created, and 
he was assigned to it. In 1845 he 
was transferred to the chair of 
Mathematics, but in 1854 exchanged 
it for the Professorship of Mechanics 
and Astronomy, which he retained 
until he was retii*ed in 1878. He 
has published numerous papers on 
astronomy, mathematics, physics, 
&c , which have attracted the atten- 
tion of eminent astronomers in 
Europe and America Among these 
are . — Physical Phenomena atten- 
dant upon Solar Eclipses,^' "Funda- 
mental Principles of Mathematics,” 

On the Origin of the Forms and 
the present Condition of some of 
the Clusters of Stars,” and " Har- 
monies in the Arrangement of the 
Solar System which seem to be con- 
fii'matory of the Nebular Theoi'y of 
La Place.” He has conducted two 
expeditions to make observations on 
solar eclipses, one to Labrador m 
July, 1860, and one to the West, to 
observe the solar eclipse of August, 
1869. 

ALEXANDEE, The Eioht Eev. 
William, D.D , Bishop of Berry 
and Eaphoe, son of a clergyman 
beneficed in the north of Ireland, 
and nephew of Br. Alexander, late 
Bishop of Meath, and cousin of the 
late Earl of Caledon, was born at 
Londonderry in April, 1821. He 
was educated at Tunbridge School, 
and at Exeter and Brasenose Col- 
leges, Oxford, where he graduated 
B A and M.A. Having entered I 
holy orders, he served a curacy in ' 
the north of Ireland, and was pre- 
ferred to one or two livings in 
the gift of the Bishop of Berry. 
He was formerly Eector of Camus- 
juxta-Mome, co. Tyrone, and Chap- 
lain to the Marquis of Abercorn, 
Lord-Lieutenant of Ireland. In 
1861 he was nominated to the 
Beanery of Emly, and in 1867 was 
an unsuccessful candidate for the 


chair of poetry at Oxford He was 
appointed to the Bishopric of Berry 
and Eaphoe, rendered vacant by the 
death of Br Higgin, July 12, 1867, 
being consecrated in St. Columb’s 
Cathedral, Londonderry, Oct. 13 
following. Soon after his elevation 
to the episcopal bench he was 
created B.B at Oxford. He ob- 
tained, in 1860, the university prize 
at Oxford for a poem on a sacred 
subject , has published a Theologi- 
cal Prize Essay, a volume of poems, 
several lectures and sermons, papers 
on the Irish Church, and on dog- 
matic teaching from the pulpit, 
among the proceedings of the 
Chm’ch Congresses at Norwich and 
York, and has been a frequent con- 
tributor of prose and verse to pe- 
riodical literature. His Bampton 
Lectures for 1876 were published 
under the title of " The Witness of 
the Psalms to Christ and Chris- 
tianity.” He is married to Miss 
Cecil Prances Humphries, who is 
herself well known as the author 
of "Moral Songs,'^ " Hymna for 
Children,” and " Poems on Old 
Testament Subjects.” 

ALEXANBEE, The Eev. Wil- 
liam Limdsat, B.D., P.E S E., an 
Independent minister, was born at 
Edmburgh,^ August 24, 1808 ; and 
after a preliminary training in the 
High School of Leith, continued 
his studies at the imiversities of 
Edinburgh and St. Andrews. In 
1828 he was appointed Classical 
Tutor in the Lancashire College, 
then situate at Blackburn, but sub- 
sequently removed to Manchester. 
He became minister of a Congre- 
gational Church in Edinburgh in 
1S35 ; Professor of Theology to the 
Congregationahsts of Scotland in 
1854; Examiner in Philosophy at 
St. Andrews University in 1861 ; 
and a member of the Old Testa- 
ment Eevision Company in 1870. 
Br. Alexander's writings are — 
"Congregational Lecture for 1840 
on the Connection and Harmony of 
the Old and New Testament,” 2nd 
edit., 1853; Ansrlo-Cathohcism 
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not Apostolical/^ 184*3 ; " Christ 
and Christianity/" 1854, ''Life of 
Dr. Wardlaw/" 1856 , "Christian 
Thought and Work/" 1862; "St. 
Paul at Athens, 1865 j and the 
articles on " Moral Philosophy,"" 
"Scripture/" and "Theology,"" in 
the eighth edition of the "Ency- 
clopsedia Britannica."" He also 
brought out the third edition of 
Kitto"s " Biblical Cyclopsedia."" 

iXFONSO XII. (Ai/Ponso Fean- 
CESCO DE Assisi Fbedinando Pio 
Juan Maeia de la Concepcion 
Geeooeio, &c ), Xing of Spain, 
eldest son of the ex-Queen Isabella 
II., was born Nov. 28, 1857. When 
his mother was driven from the 
throne by the revolution of 1868, 
he accompanied her to Paris, where 
he resided with her for some time, 
but subsequently he went to Austria, 
in order to prosecute his studies in 
the Theresianum, or nobleman"s 
academy, at Vienna, to which he 
was admtted Jan. 20, 1872. He 
remained there three months. On 
June 25, 1870, Queen Isabella for- 
mally abdicated her right to the 
throne of Spain in favour of her 
son, but no open steps were taken 
at that time to secure for him the 
position which this abdication left 
open to him. His pretensions were, 
however, opposed by his cousin, the 
eldest son of the Duke of Mont- 
pensier, and his aunt the Infanta 
Luisa, but as so many pretenders 
were calculated to complicate mat- 
ters, the claim of Louis Philippe's 
grandson was ultimately waived in 
favour of the heir of Isabella. Early 
in 1874 the Prince of the Asturias, 
as he was then styled, visited this 
country, was entered as a student 
at the Military College at Sand- 
hurst, and witnessed the autumn 
manoeuvres at Aldershot, Dartmoor, 
and other places in the fall of the 
year. On Dec. 29, 1874, General 
Martinez Campos proclaimed him 
King of Spam in Valencia, and a 
few days later Alfonso, who had 
gone over to Paris in order to spend 
the Jour de VAn with his mother. 


left France for Spam, arriving at 
Madrid Jan. 14, 1875. He was 
most enthusiastically received. On 
Feb. 16, 1876, he departed from 
Madrid to take the command of the 
troops operating against the Car- 
lists, and on the 20th of the follow- 
ing month he returned in triumph 
to the capital at the head of 25,000 
men, having subdued the Carlist 
insurrection. In the same year the 
ex-Queen Isabella returned to Spain, 
and was received by her son at San- 
tander (July 29). King Alfonso 
married on Jan. 23, 1878, at Madrid, 
his cousin the Princess Maria de las 
Mercedes, Infanta of Spain, daugh- 
ter of the Due de Montpensier. 
(She was bom June 24, 1860). The 
ex-Queen Isabella was much op- 
posed to this union, and to mark 
her disapproval she left Spain and 
went to Paris before the marriage 
ceremony took place. Queen Mer- 
cedes died on June 26, 1878. King 
Alfonso married secondly on Nov. 
29, 1879 Maria Christina daughter 
of the late Archduke Charles Ferdi- 
nand of Austria. (She was born 
July, 21, 1858) On Oct. 25, 1878, 
Bjlng Alfonso was fired at in Madrid 
by Juan Moncasi, a workman, but 
escaped unhurt. On Dec 30, 1879, 
as the King and Queen were driving 
m an open carriage through the 
palace gates at Madrid, a youth 
named Francisco Otero Gonzalez 
Igans fired two pistol shots at the 
royal pair, one passing between 
them, and the other through an 
attendant's hat ; but fortunately 
without doing further damage. 
Otero was tried in Feb. 1880, and 
sentenced to death. King Alfonso 
was invested with the Order of the 
Garter, at Madrid, by the Marquis 
of Northampton, Oct. 11, 1881. 
Queen Christina has given birth to 
two daughters — Maria de las Mer- 
cedes, Princess of the Asturias 
(born Sept. 12, 1880), and the In- 
fanta Maria Teresa Isabel, born 
Nov. 12, 1882. 

ALFORD, The Right Rev. 
Chablbis Richaeb, D,D,, formerly 
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Bisliop of Victoria^ Hong Kong, 
Tras bom in 1816 at West Qnantox- 
head, Somersetshire, of which parish 
his father was rector From St. 
Panics School he was sent to Trinity 
College, Cambridge (B.A., 1839 , 
M.A., 1842, D.D., 1867). After 
takmg orderahe became Incumbent 
of St. Matthew^s, Engby, in 1841 , 
Incumbent of Christ Church, Don- 
caster, in 1846 ; Principal of the 
Metropolitan Traimng Institution 
at Highbury, in 1854 ; and Incum- 
bent of Holy Trinity, Islington, in 
1865, where he had a high reputa- 
tion as an Evangelical preacher. 
He was consecrated Bishop of Vic- 
toria, Hong Kong, Feb 2, 1867, m 
place of Dr. George Smith, who had 
resigned that see in the previous 
year. He himself resigned the see 
of Victoria in 1872. He was vicar 
of Christ Church, Claughton, near 
Birkenhead, from June, 1874, till 
Sept. 1877, when he accepted the 
incumbency of the new district of 
St. Mary, Sevenoaks, Kent. In the 
winter of 1877 he acted for a few 
Sundays as Chaplain of Trinity 
Protestant Church, Rome, but re- 
signed that post on finding that the 
Bishop of Gibraltar was unable to 
licence him to the chaplaincy, m 
consequence of the want of legally 
appointed trustees to the church. 
He was appointed Commissary of 
the diocese of Huron, Canada, in 
1880. Dr. Alford is the author of 
** First Principles of the Oracles of 
God ; " a Charge on China and 
Japan; and various sermons and 
pamphlets. 

ALFRED, Pbince. (See Edin- 
BUBGH, Duke of.) 

ALGER, William Eoukcbville, 
bom at E^eetown, Massachusetts, 
Dec. 11, 1823. He graduated at 
Harvard College and at the Cam- 
bridge Divinity School, 1847, and 
became pastor of a Unitarian 
Church at Roxbury, near Boston. 
In 1855 he succeeded Theodore 
Parker as minister of the Society 
of Liberal Christians " in Boston ; 
and in 1876 became minister of the 


Unitarian Church of the Messiah 
in Hew York, where he remained 
until 1879. He then preached for 
a year at Denver, and after a few 
weeks^ stay in Chicago went to 
Portland, Maine. He is now (Hov. 
1882), about to return to Boston to 
devote himself to literature He 
has published '^A Symbolic His- 
tory of the Cross of Christ,” 1851 , 
The Poetry of the Orient,” 1856 ; 
" A Critical History of the Doctrine 
of a Futm'e Life,” 1861 , The 
Genius of Solitude,” 1866 ; '' Friend- 
ships of Women,” 1867 j Prayers 
offered in the Massachusetts House 
of Representatives,” 1868; '^Life 
of Edwin Forrest,” 1877 , and The 
School of Life,” 1881 
ALI PASHA, a Turkish diploma- 
tist, commenced his political career 
by being one of the referendaries 
of the Imperial Divan. In 1858, 
when Fuad Pasha went to Paris as 
Plenipotentiary representing the 
Porte at the Conference which had 
assembled to draw up the conven- 
tions respecting the United Prin- 
cipalities, he attached Ali Bey to 
his mission, and the latter rendered 
himself conspicuous by his general 
intelligence and aptitude for diplo- 
macy. In 1861 he was appointed 
First Secretary to the Ottoman 
Embassy at Paris, and when in 
1862 he went on leave of absence 
to Constantinople, the Government 
entrusted him with the delicate 
mission of Commissioner to Servia 
after the bombardment of Belgrade. 
Owing to his address and tact he 
succeeded in settling nearly all the 
difficulties. Whilst performing 
these functions, he was in 1865 
placed in charge of the political 
direction of the province of Bosnia. 
In 1868 he was appointed member 
of the Council of State, and after- 
wards undertook several other mis- 
sions. In 1869 he was nominated 
to the important post of Under- 
secretary of State at the Ministry 
of Public Works. He remained in 
that office until 1870, when he was 
made governor of Erzeroum, and 
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afterwards of TreLizondj on wMcIl 
occasion he was raised to the dignity 
of Pasha. In 1872 he became Prefect 
of Constantinople, where he intro- 
.dnced several important reforms, 
and in September, 1873, he was 
sent as ambassador from the Otto- 
man Porte to the French Eepublic 
He was recalled in Jan. 1876, and 
appointed G-overnor-G-eneral of the 
Herzegovina. A few days before 
his deposition by the Softas (30 
May, 1876), the late Sultan Abdnl- 
Aziz appointed Ali Pasha Governor- 
General of Scutari, in Northern 
Albania. 

ALISON, Lieutenant-General 
Sib Archibald, Bart., K C.B., son 
of Sir Archibald Alison, the first 
baronet, author of "The History of 
Europe,” was bom at Edmburgh, 
Jan. 21, 1826, and received his 
education in the Universities of 
Glasgow and Edmburgh. Entering 
the military service of his country 
in 1846, he became a captain in the 
72nd Highlanders in 1853 j brevet- 
major in 1856 ; lieutenant-colonel 
in 1858 ; and colonel in 1867. In 
the latter year he succeeded to the 
baronetcy on the death of his 
father He served in the Crimea 
at the siege and fall of Sebastopol , 
in India, during the mutiny, as 
Military Secretary on the staff of 
the late Lord Clyde; and on the 
Gold Coast as Brigadier-General of 
the European Brigade, and second 
in command of the Ashantee Eiqpe- 
dition in 1873-4. He commanded 
his brigade at the battle of Amoa- 
ful, the capture of Bequah, the 
action of Ordahsu, and the fall of 
Coomassie. .He lost an arm at the 
relief of Lucknow. Sir Archibald 
was Deputy Adjutant-General in 
Ireland from Oct. 1874 to Oct. 1877, 
when he was promoted to the rank 
of Major-General. Subsequently 
he was appointed Chief of the 
Intelligence Department at the 
War Office. He commanded the 
1st brigade, 2nd division, in the 
military expedition dispatched to 
Egypt in 1882, A few days after 


the bombardment of Alexandria by 
Sir Beauchamp Seymour a small 
body of British troops was landed 
(July 17), under the command of 
Sir Archibald Alison, who was, 
however, neither able nor autho- 
rized to strike a blow at Arabics 
army. He confined his proceedings 
at first to occupying the line of 
railway which connected Alexandria 
with the suburb of Eamleh. At the 
decisive battle of Tel-el-Kebii* he 
led the Highland brigade which 
fought so gallantly on that memor- 
able occasion ; and after Arabics 
surrender a British army of occu- 
pation, consisting of 12,000 men, 
under the command of Sir Archibald 
Alison, was left in Egypt to restore 
order and to protect the Khedive. 
Sir Archibald was included in the 
thanks of Parliament for his energy 
and gallantry, and was promoted 
to the rank of lieutenant-general 
(Nov. 1882). In May 1883, he was 
compelled by the state of his health 
to relinquish the command of the 
army of occupation in Egypt, and to 
return home. He published an able 
treatise, " On Army Organization,” 
in 1869 

ALLEN, Grant, was born at 
Kingston, Canada, Feb. 24, 1848, 
and educated at Merton College, 
Oxford. He has written the fol- 
lowing books : — Physiological 
.Esthetics,” 1877 ; " Colour Sense,” 
1879; "Evolutionist at Large,” 
1881 ; " Anglo-Saxon Britain,” 

1881 ; " Vignettes from Nature,” 
1881 ; " Colours of Flowers,” 1882 ; 
and " Colin Clout’s Calendar,” 
1883. He has contributed largely 
to periodical literatui’e and the 
daily newspapers. 

ALLIBONE, Samuel Austin, 
LL.D., born in Philadelphia, April 
17, 1816. Early in life he acquired 
a high reputation for his attain- 
ments in English literature, and 
though engaged in mercantile pur- 
suits, his favourite studies were 
not neglected. The first volume of 
hm great work, "A Critical Dic- 
tionary of English Literature, and 
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British, and American Authors/^ 
was published in 185Sj and the 
third (the last) in 1871. The three 
large volumes contain notices of 
46,499 authors, and 40 classified 
indexes of subjects. He has con- 
tributed articles to the North 
American Review ^ and other periodi- 
cals, and has published several 
tracts and religious essays. He 
was, for several years, the editor of 
the publications of the American 
Sunday School Union, and has pub- 
lished “ Alphabetical Index to the 
Hew Testament,” 1869 j Union 
Bible Companion,” 1S71 ; Poetical 
Quotations from Chaucer to Tenny- 
son,” 1873; "Uprose Quotations 
from Socrates to Macaulay,” 1876 ; 
and “ Great Authors of ill Ages,” 
1879. He IS now connected with 
the Lenox Library, New York. 

ALLIES, Thomas William, the 
son of a gentleman of Bristol, was 
born in 1813, and educated at Eton, 
where he obtained the Newcastle 
Scholarship. He afterwards became 
in succession Scholar and Fellow of 
Wadham College, Oxford, where he 
graduated B.A. in 1832, taking a 
first-class in classics. He became 
examining chaplain to Dr. Blom- 
field. Bishop of London, who 
appomted him, in 1842, to the 
rectory of Launton, Oxfordshire, 
which he resigned in 1850, on 
becoming a Eoman Catholic He 
had previously published a volume 
of sermons, a work, entitled, " The 
Church of England cleared from the 
charge of Schism, upon testimonies 
of Councils and Fathers of the first 
six centuries,” 1846, 2nd ed., 1848 , 
and Journal in France in 1845 
and 1848, with Letters from Italy 
in 1847 — of Things and Persons 
concerning the Church and Educa- 
tion,” 1849. To give the grounds 
of his conversion he wrote, The 
See of St. Peter, the Eock of the 
Church, the Source of Jurisdiction, 
and the Centre of Umty,” 1850; 
preceded by, '^The Eoyal Supre- 
macy viewed in reference to the 
two Spiritual Powers of Order and 


Jurisdiction,” 1850. Smce, he has 
written " St. Peter, his Name and 
Office as set forth in Holy Scrip- 
ture,” 1852, 2nd ed., 1871; ^^The 
Formation of Christendom,” 3 
parts, 1865-75 ; Dr. Pusey and 
the incient Church,” 1866 ; Ger- 
many, Italy, and the Jesuits. A 
speech delivered before the Catho- 
lic Union, July, 1872 ” ; " Per Cru- 
cem ad Lucem, the Eesult of a 
Life,” 2 vols. 1879 ; A Life’s De- 
cision,” 1880 ; and Church and 
State as seen in the Formation of 
Christendom,” 1882. Mr. Allies 
was appointed Secretary to the Ca- 
tholic Poor-School Committee for 
Great Britain in 1853. 

ALLINGHAM, Mas. Helen, 
eldest child of Alexander Henry 
Paterson, M.D., was born near 
Burton-on-Trent, Sept. 26, 1848. 
The family removed to Altrincham, 
Cheshire, and after Dr. Paterson’s 
death, to Birmingham. At the 
commencement of 1867, Miss Pater- 
son came to reside in London under 
the care of her aunt. Miss Laura 
Herford, who was an artist, and 
who, some five years previously, 
had practically opened the schools 
of the Eoyal Academy to women. 
Miss Paterson herself entered the 
Eoyal Academy schools in April, 
1867. She afterwards drew on wood 
for several illustrated periodicals* 
and eventually became one of the 
regular staff of the Graphic. She 
also furnished illustrations to novels 
running m the Cornhill Magazine — 
" Far from the Madding Crowd ” 
and “ Miss Angel.” In the inter- 
vals of drawing on wood she pro- 
duced several water-colour draw- 
mgs ^'May,” "Dangerous Ground,” 
&e., were exhibited at the Dudley 
Gallery; "The Milkmaid” and 
" Wait for Me ” at the Eoyal Aca- 
demy, 1874. "Young Customers,” 
1875, attracted much attention ; as 
did also " Old Men’s Gardens, 
Chelsea Hospital,” at the Old 
Water - Colour Exhibition, 1877. 
Miss Paterson was married, Aug. 22, 
1874, to Mr. William Allingham. 
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In 1875 slie was elected an Associate 
of the Eoyal Society of Painters in 
Water-Colours Mrs. Allingham 
has also exhibited "The Harvest 
Moon/^ "The Clothes-Line/^ "The 
Convalescent/^ "The Lady of the 
Manor/" " The Children's Tea/' 
“ The Well/' and many scenes of 
English rural life. Among her 
recent works are several portraits 
of Thomas Carlyle 
ALLINGHAM, William, born 
at Ballyshannon, on the picturesque 
Eiver Erne, in the north-west of 
Ireland, a locality to which many 
of his lyrics refer, and where his 
family, origmally English, had been 
settled during many generations 
After contributing to the Athe-^ 
ncBum, Household Words (in the first 
number of which "The Wayside 
Well" appeared), and other perio- 
dicals, his first volume, Poems," 
was published in 1850,- in 1854 
appeared " Day and Night Songs," 
and in 1855 an enlarged edition of 
the same, with illustrations by D. G. 
Eossetti, Millais, and A Hughes j 
" Laurence Blooinfield in Ireland * a 
Modern Poem, in twelve chapters," 
first appeared in Eraser's Magasiinef 
and subsequently in a volume, 1869. 
It extends to nearly 5,000 lines in 
decasyllabic couplets, and sketches 
the <jharacteristic features of con- 
temporary Irish life, a subject 
entirely new in narrative poetry. 
Mr. Allingham was for some years 
editor of Fraser, to which he also 
contributed many prose articles. A 
volume entitled, "Songs, Poems, 
and Ballads," was published in 
1877, and contains revised versions 
of many former pieces, with the 
addition of many others " now first 
collected," The marriage of Mr. 
Allingham and Miss Helen Pater- 
son, the artist, took place in 1874. 
They have three children, two boys 
and a girl, and reside at Witley, 
near Godalmmg, m Surrey. 

ALLMAN, Georoe James, M.D., 
LL.D , E.E.C.S.L, F.E.S., E.E.S.E., 
M.E.I.A., E L.S., and member of 
various foreign societies, born at 


Cork in 1812, was educated at the 
Belfast Academic Institution, and 
graduated in Arts and Medicine in 
the Ifniversity of Dublin. His 
early attachment to civil and reli- 
gious liberty and his sense of the 
injustice of the laws then affecting 
Eoman Catholics, caused him to 
throw himself warmly into the libe- 
ral side of Irish politics, and mainly 
decided him in studying for the 
Irish bar His love of biological 
science, however, which had from an 
early age taken possession of him, 
proved too strong, and, before he 
had completed the required number 
of terms, he gave up the study of 
law for that of medicine. In 1844 
he graduated in Medicine in the 
University of Dublin, and in the 
same year was appointed to the 
Eegius Professorship of Botany in 
that university, when he relin- 
quished all further thought of medi- 
cal practice . In 1 854 he was elected 
a Fellow of the Eoyal Society, and 
in 1855 he resigned his professor- 
ship in the University of Dublin on 
his appomtment to the Eegius Pro- 
fessorship of Natural History in the 
University of Edinburgh, which he 
held until 1870, when the state of 
his health obliged him to resign it. 
Shortly after this the honorary de- 
gree of LL.p. was conferred on him 
by the University of Edinburgh, 
His chief scientific labours have 
been among the lower members of 
the animal kingdom, to the in- 
vestigation of whose structm’e and 
physiology he has specially devoted 
himself. For his researches in this 
department of biology the Eoyal 
Society of Edinburgh awarded to 
him in 1872 the Bjisbane Prize j in 
the following year a Eoyal Medal 
was awarded to him by the Eoyal 
Society of London ; and in 1878 
he received the Cunningham Gold 
Medal from the Eoyal Irish Aca- 
demy. He was one of the Com- 
missioners appointed by Govern- 
ment in 1876 to inquire into the 
state of the Queen's Colleges in 
Ireland, and he holds an honorary 
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appoirLtment as Commissioner of 
Scottisli Eislieries On the occasion 
of the general election in 1874, the 
committee for securing the return 
of a Liberal member for the borough 
of Bandon selected him for nomi- 
nation, at the same time offering to 
relieve him from the necessity of 
pledging himself on any of the 
special questions which then formed 
a prominent element in Irish poli- 
ties, but he declined the proffered 
honour. The same year, on the 
resignation of Mr. Bentham, he was 
elected to the presidency of the 
Linnean Society, and President of 
the British Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science at the meeting 
held at Sheffield in 1879. On the | 
completion of the explormg voyage 
of the " Challenger,'*'* the firge col- 
lection of Hydroidii made during 
that great expedition was assigned 
to him for determination and de- 
scription — a service which he had 
already performed for the Hydroida 
collected during the exploration of 
the Grulf Stream under the direction 
of the United States G-ovemment. 
Results of his original investiga- 
tions are contained in memoirs pub- 
lished in the Philosophical Trans- 
actions, the Transactions of the 
Royal Society of Edinburgh, and 
the Transactions of the Royal Irish 
Academy, as well as in Reports 
presented to the British Association 
for the Advancement of Science, 
and to the Mus. Comp. Zool. Harvard 
University, and in commimications 
to the Anrials of Natural S^siory^ 
the Quarterly Journal of Microsco;pic 
SciencBj and other scientific jour- 
nals. His more elaborate works are 
"A Monograph of the Freshwater 
Polyzoa,” fol. 1856, and “A Mono- 
graph of the Gymnoblastic Hy- 
droids,” fol. 1871-72, both pub- 
hshed by the Ray Society, and 
largely illustrated with coloured 
plates. 

ALLON, Thu Rev. Henet, D D., 
Congregational minister, was born 
on the 13th of Oct. 1818, at Welton, 
near Hull, Yorkshire, andL educated 


for the ministry at Cheshunt Col- 
lege, Hertfordshire. In Jan., 1811, 
he was appomted minister of Union 
Chapel, Islington, officiating at first 
as co-pastor with the Rev. Thomas 
Lewis, on whose death, in 1862, he 
became sole pastor He was chair- 
man of the Congregational Union 
in 1864-5. Although for the space 
of thirty-eight years he has been 
actively engaged m the pastoral 
and public duties of his ministry, 
he has found time to contribute 
largely to periodical literature, in- 
eludmg the Contemporary Review 
and CasselVs JBihUcal Educator. He 
also contributed an Essay on Wor- 
ship to ^^Ecclesia,” a volume of 
Essays edited by Dr. Reynolds. He 
wrote a Memoir of the Rev. J. 
Sherman,^^ which was originally 
pubhshed in 1863, and has passed 
through three editions ; also a cri- 
tical biography of the Rev Dr. 
Binney, prefixed to a posthumous 
volume of his sermons, which he 
edited. In 1876 he published a 
volmne of sermons, entitled " The 
Vision of God,” which has gone 
through three editions. He has 
done much to promote church mu- 
sic in the Nonconformist churches, 
and compiled the " Congregational 
Psalmist,” which is very extensively 
used in dissenting places of worship. 
Smce 1865, he has been editor of the 
British Quarterly Review. In 1871 he 
received the honorary degree of D . D . 
from Yale College, New Haven, 
Connecticut. A new church, or 
"^Congregational Cathedral,” erec- 
ted for him in Compton Terrace, 
Islington, at a cost of .£41,466, was 
opened in Dec., 1877. In 1881 he 
was for the second time chairman of 
the Congregational Union in its 
Jubilee year. 

ALMA - TADEMA, Lawrence, 
RA., a distinguished painter, was 
bom at Dronryp, in the Nether- 
lands, Jan. 8, 1836. He was inten- 
ded for one of the learned profes- 
sions, and in training for it the 
works of the ancient classical 
writers of course engrossed much 
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of his attention. In 1862 he went 
to Antwerp^ and entered the Aca- 
demy there as a student. After- 
wards he placed himself with the 
late Baron Henry LeySj whom he 
assisted in painting several of the 
large pictures with which the 
Barones name is associated. Sub- 
sequently he came to London^ where 
he has resided for many years. He 
obtained a gold medal at Paris in 
1864; a second-class medal at the 
International Exhibition at Paris 
in 1867 ; a gold medal at Berlin in 
1872j and the grand medal in 1874 
Mr. Alma-Tadema became a mem- 
ber of the Academy of Fine Arts at 
Amsterdam in 1862 , Knight of the 
Order of Leopold (Belgium) in 
1866 ; Knight of the Dutch Lion in 
1868 ; Knight First Class of the 
Order of St Michael of Bavaria in 
1869 , member of the Eoyal Aca- 
demy of Munich in 1871 ; Knight 
of the Legion of Honour (France) 
in 1873 ; member of the Society of 
Painters in Water Colours in 1873 ; 
and member of the Royal Academy 
of Berlin in 1874. In Jan., 1873, 
he received letters of denization 
from the Queen of England, having 
resolved to reside permanently in 
this country. He was nominated a 
Chevalier of the Legion of Honour 
in 1873, and elected an Associate of 
the Royal Academy of London, 
Jan. 26, 1876. In the latter year, 
also, he was elected a Knight of 
the Third Class of the Golden Lion 
of Nassau ; in 1877, a Knight of 
the Thii*d Class of the Crown of 
Prussia, and an honorary member 
of the il^yal Scottish Academy ; in 
1878,. he obtained a first-class medal 
at the Paris International Exhibi- 
tion, and he was nominated an 
Officer of the Legion of Honour m 
the same year. Mr. Alma-Tadema 
was elected a Royal Academician 
June 19, 1879. He is an honorary 
member of the Royal Academies of 
Madrid, Vienna, Stockholm, and 
Naples. The Emperor of Germany, 
in Jan., 1881, appomted him a 
foreign Knight of the Order Pour

Tadema married in 1871^ Lanra, 
Tonngest daughter of Dr. G-eorge 
N. Epps. This lady is an accom- 
plished artist, and has exhibited 
several works at the Exhibitions 
of the Boyal. Academy, and the 
Society of French Artists in Bond 
Street. 

AMADEUS, PBINCE. Amadeo 
Ferdinando Maria, Duke op 
Aosta, formerly King of Spain, is 
the second son of the late Victor 
Emmanuel, King of Italy, and was 
bom May 30, 1845. Entering the 
army, he became Captain of a Bri- 
gade of Infantry at Aosta, then 
Lieutenant-General and Chief of a 
Brigade of Cavalry. In 1869 he 
was also appointed Vice-Admiral. 
Marshal Prim, after the revolution 
of 1868, offered the Spanish crown 
first to the King of Portugal, next 
to the Duke of Genoa, and after- 
wards to the Prince Leopold, all of 
whom refused it. Finally, he fixed 
on the young Duke of Aosta, who, 
on Oct. 19, 1870, formally an- 
noimced his candidature to the 
Eegent Serrano. On the 16th of 
the following month the Cortes 
elected him King of Spain by 191 
votes against 120 ; 64 deputies 
voting for the Eepubhc, 22 for the 
Duke de Montpensier, 8 for Mar- 
shal Espai'tero, 2 for the Infant 
Alfonso, and 1 for the Duke de 
Montpensier’s daughter, while 18 
deputies abstained from voting. A 
deputation immediately proceeded 
to Florence to convey to the Duke 
of Aosta the offer of the crown, 
which he formally accepted Dec. 4, 
1870. The yoimg king landed at 
Cm^gena on Dec. 30, the very day 
Marshal Prim expned from the 
wounds received at the hands of 
an assassin a few hours previously. 
His reign was a brief and troublous 
one. He was unpopular with the 
masses of the Spanish people, whose 
dislike to foreigners is a marked 
trait in their characters and his 
lX)sition, which had never been se- 
cure, became extremely dangerous 


in the summer of 1872, when a 
Carlist rising took place in the 
northern provmces, and an jinsur- 
rection broke out almost simul- 
taneously among the sailors and 
the workmen in the arsenal at 
Ferrol, who hoisted the red flag, 
and for some time set the govern- 
ment at defiance. On the 19th of 
July in that year an unsuccessful 
attempt to assassinate the King and 
Queen was made by five men, who 
posted themselves in the Calle 
Arnal in Madrid, and fired upon 
the carnage of their Majesties. At 
length Amadeo prudently resolved 
to abdicate On Feb. 11, 1873, he 
addressed to the Cortes a message, 
m which he stated that in con- 
sequence of the incessant struggles 
of contending parties his efforts to 
give peace and prospenty to the 
country must prove futile, and that 
therefore he had determined to de- 
pose the crown. The very next 
day the Duke and his consort left 
Madrid, and proceeded first to Lis- 
bon, and thence to Genoa, where 
they landed on the 9th of March. 
The Duke arrived in Florence on 
the 16th. Immediately on his re- 
timn from Spain, he resumed the 
status of an Italian citizen. On 
March 14, 1873, his Eoyal Highness 
was again enrolled in the list of 
Senators; and in the Chamber of 
Deputies, Signor Sella, the Minister 
of Finance, presented a bill for re- 
storing to him his allowance from 
the ci^ list, viz., 400,000 lire. The 
bill passed almost unanimously 
At this period, also. King Victor 
Emmanuel conferred on the Dnke 
of Aosta the rank of lieutenant- 
general. The Duke married. May 
30, 1867, the Princess Mary (born 
Aug. 9, 1847), daughter of Prince 
Chiles Emmanuel del Pozzo della 
Cisterna (she died Nov. 7, 1876) ; 
and has three sons, Emmannel 
Philibert Victor Eugene ' Albert 
Genova Joseph Mary, Duke of Apu- 
lia, born Jan. 13, 1869; Victor Em- 
manuel Turin John Mary, Count of 
Turin, bom Nov. 24, 1870; and

Louis Amadeus Josepli Mary Ferdi- 
nand Francis, born Jan. 31, 1873. 

AMAKI, Michele, was bom at 
Palermo, July 7, 1806. Having 
obtained a knowledge of English, 
he published at Palermo, in 1832, a 
translation of Sir Walter Scott’s 
" Marmion " His " Guerra del 
Vespro Siciliano,” m 1842, was sup- 
pressed, and Amari was ordered to 
repair to iTaples. Instead, however, 
of doing so, he took refuge in 
France, where he wrote "A History 
of the Mussulmans in Sicily.” In 
1848 he returned to Palermo, having 
been appomted Professor of Public 
Law, and shortly afterwards was 
elected Vice-President of the Com- 
mittee of War. He was sent on a 
diplomatic mission by the provi- 
sional government to England and 
France. While at Paris he pub- 
lished a pamphlet, entitled, “"La 
Sicile et les Boui'bons,” 1849, relat- 
ing to the rights of the Neapolitan 
sovereign and the Sicilians. On the 
resumption of hostilities, he re- 
turned to Palermo in 1849, but the 
cause of the Sicilians was by that 
time hopeless, and Signor Amari 
hastened back to the French capital, 
where he devoted himself to literary 
pui’suits until 1860, when he was 
enabled to return to his native 
country In the following year 
King Victor Emmanuel conferred 
upon him the rank of Senator. He 
gave his support to Count Cavour, 
through whose interest he was ap- 
pointed President of the Lieuten- 
ancy of Sicily, with the port- 
folio of Finance i and subsequently 
Governor of Modena. In 1862 he 
became Minister of Public Instruc- 
tion. Signor Amari has contributed 
many papers on the language and 
history of the Arabs to the Eevue 
arcMologique, and Le Journal 
asiaUque, He has also published 
an English translation of the 
‘^Solwan” of Ibn Deafer. His 
** History of the -Sicilian Vespers,” 
mentioned above, w4s translated 
into English by Lord Ellesmere. 
In 1871, Signor Amari was elected 


one of the foreign members of the 
French Academy, and in 1875 he 
received the honorary degree of 
Doctor of Philosoph;^ and Litera- 
ture from the University of Leyden. 
He was president of the Congress 
of Orientalists held at Florence in 
Sept. 1878. 

AMHEEST, The Eight Eev. 
Francis Keeril, D.D., a Eoman 
Cathohe prelate, born in London, 
21st March, 1819. He was educated 
at St Mary’s College, Oscott, where, 
after his ordination in 1846, he be- 
came a Professor. Afterwards he 
resided for some time in a Dominican 
monastery at Leicester, and in 1856 
he was appointed missionary rector 
of the church of St. Augustin, at 
Stafford. He was consecrated 
Bishop of Northampton, in succes- 
sion to the Eight Eev. William 
Wareing, the first bishop, on 4th 
July, 1858. He has published '^Len- 
ten Thoughts, drawn from the Gos- 
pel for Each Day of Lent,” 1873. 

AMICIS, Edmondo Db. See De 
Amicis. 

AMPHLETT, Sir Ei chard Paul, 
eldest son of the late Eev. Eichard 
Hohnden Amphlett, of Wychbold 
Hall, Worcestershire, and rector of 
Hadzor, in the same county, by his 
first wife, Sarah, daughter of Na- 
thamel Paul, Esq., was born in 1809. 
He was educated at Brewood Gram- 
mar School, in Staffordshii*e, and 
subsequently at Peterhouse, Cam- 
bridge, where he took his B.A. 
degree in 1831, coming out lu the 
mathematical tripos as sixth wran- 
gler. He was elected a Fellow of 
Peterhouse, and was called to the 
bar at Lincoln’s Inn, in Trinity 
term, 1834, and had an extensive 
practice at the equity bar. He re- 
ceived the honour of a silk gown in * 
1858 } became a magistrate and De- 
puty Lieutenant for Worcestershire, 
and was for several years a Deputy 
Chairman of the Quarter Sessions 
for that county. He took a great 
interest in the improvement of pro- 
fessional education, and when Sir 
Eoundell Palmer (now Lord Sel- 
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borne) became Lord Cbancellorj 
Mr. Amphlett was chosen his suc- 
cessor in the presidency of the Legal 
Education Association. At the ge- 
neral election in 1868 he was chosen 
M.P. for East Worcestershire, in 
the Conservative interest. In tfan. | 
1S7 4, he was appointed the successor 
of Baron Martin in the Coiu’t of 
Exchequer, being, with the excep- 
tion of the late Lord Cranworth, the 
only Equity barrister who, up to 
that period, had been promoted to a 
seat on the Common Law bench 
He retired in 1877, in consequence 
of ill health. Mr. Amphlett mar- 
ried, in 1840, Frances, oidy daughter 
and heiress of the late Edward Fer- 
rand. Esq , of St Ives, Yorkshire 
AMPTHILL (Lord), The Eight 
Hon. Odo William Leopold Etts- 
SELL, G-.C.B., G C.M.G., is the third 
and youngest son of the late Major- 
General Lord George William Eus- 
sell,G.C.B. (formerly ambassador at 
Berlin), by Elizabeth Anne, only 
child of the late Hon. John Theophi- 
lus Eawdon,and the niece of the first 
Marquis of Hastings. He is, there- 
fore, a grandson of John, sixth Luke 
of Bedford and brother of the present 
Duke. He was bom at Florence, Feb. 
20, 1829, and received his education 
at W estminster School. He entered 
the diplomatic service in 1849 as 
attache to the embassy at Vienna, 
but returned to England in 1850, 
and served for nearly two years in 
the Foreign Office. In 1852 he was 
attached in succession to the em- 
bassies at Paris and Vienna. He 
became second paid attache at Paris, 
in 1853, and &st paid attache at 
Constantinople in the following 
year. He was charged with the 
affairs of the embassy during Lord 
Stratford de Eedcliffe's two visits to 
the Crimea in 1855. Accompanying 
Lord Hapier to the United States 
in the spring of 1857, he was for a 
time paid attache at Washington, 
whence, in l^ov., 1858, he was trans- 
ferred to Florence, wifh instructions, 
however, to reside at Eome, with a 
commission as Secretary of Legation, 


He was temporarily attached in 1859 
to Mr. (now Sir Henry George) 
Elliot’s special miK^io^ to congratu- 
late Francis II , King of the Two 
Sicihes, on his accession to the 
throne. In 1860 he was transferred 
to Naples, but continued to reside at 
Eome; and on the withdrawal of 
Her Majesty^s mission from Naples 
in Nov., 1860, he continued to be 
"employed on special service” at 
Eome tfil Aug. 9, 1870, when he 
was appointed Assistant Under- 
secretary of State for Foreign Af- 
fairs. He was employed on a special 
mission to Prince Bismarck at the 
head-quarters of the German Army 
at Versailles from Nov., 1870, till 
the following March. In Oct , 1871, 
he was appointed to succeed Lord 
Augustus Loftus as ambassador to 
Berlin. Lord Odo Eussell was sworn 
of the Privy Council Feb 5, 1872 , 
was raised by royal wairant to the 
rank of a duke’s son in 1873 j was 
nominated a Knight Grand Cross of 
the Order of the Bath (civil divi- 
sion) in 1874, and created a Knight 
Grand Cross of the Order of SS. 
Michaeland George in 1879. In Feb., 
1881, he was raised to the Peerage 
as Baron Ampthill of Ampthill, 
in the county of Bedford. The 
"honour” and manor of Ampthill, 
from which he takes his title, is an 
historic spot, associated with the 
memory of the first and much- 
wronged wife of Henry VIII., Queen 
Elatherine ; it was subsequently, in 
the last century, the seat of the 
Earls of Upper Ossory, from whom 
it passed to Lord Hollandj and from 
him again to Francis, seventh Duke 
of Bedford, uncle of the present 
Duke and of Lord Ampthill. He 
married, in 1868, Lady Emily The- 
resa ViUiers, third daughter of 
George, fourth Earl of Clarendon, 
by whom he has a daughter and 
four sons. 

ANDEEDON,The Eev. William 
Henry, S.J , an English divine of 
the Eoman Catholic communion, was 
born in New Street, Spring Gardens, 
London, Dec. 26, 1816. Being grand- 
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son of the late William Manmng, 
Esq., for some years M.P. for Eve- 
sham and Penrhyn, and formerly 
G-ovemor of the Bank of England, 
he is, therefore, nephew to the pre- 
sent Cardinal Archbishop of West- 
minster. On the father^s side he is 
descended from a Somersetshire 
family, several members of which 
have belonged to the Society of 
Eriends, more than one of them 
being writers and sufferers for its 
tenets, in the seventeenth century. 
He matriculated at Balliol College, 
and soon after was elected to two 
successive scholarships in Univer- 
sity College, Oxford, graduating 
B.A. (2nd class in classics) in 1840, 
and M.A. in 1843. After taking 
orders in the Established Church, 
he was presented in 1846 to the 
vicarage of St. Margaret's with 
Knighton, Leicester, but resigned 
that living in 1850, and the same 
year was received, at Paris, into the 
Eoman Catholic Church. He then 
studied theology in Eome, and in 
1853 was ordained priest. From 
1856 to 1864 he held office in the 
Catholic University, Dublin, and 
subsequently spent two years in a 
mission to America, returning to 
this country in 1870. He received 
his degree of D D. from Eome in 
1869, but ceased to be so designated 
on entering the Society of Jesus, in 
which, after the usu^ two years' 
noviciate, he took the first vows in 
1874. Father Anderdon has ac- 
quired considerable reputation as a 
preacher He is at present stationed 
at Stonyhurst College. Since join- 
ing the Catholic Church he has 
edited “ St. Francis and the Francis- 
cans," and “Purgatory Surveyed," 
and has written the following works, 
most of which have passed through 
several editions in England, Ireland, 
or America, and have been, or are 
being, translated into French and 
German:— “Bonneval, a Story of 
the Fronde," 1857 ; ‘^'Owen Evans, 
the Catholic Crusoe," 1862 j “After- 
noons with the Saints," 1863 ; In 
the Snow: Tales of Mount St. 


Bernard," 1866; “The Seven Ages 
of ClareweU," 1867, “The Chris- 
tian. ^sop," 1871; "Is Eitualism 
Honest?" 1877, “Bracton" (aTale 
of 1812), 1882 ; and various contro- 
versial pamphlets and articles in 
the DubliT), Review, the Month, and 
other Catholic serials. He is en- 
gaged in preparing for the press, 
“Fasti Apostolici," a chronological 
work, and “Evenings with the 
Saints.” 

AKDEESON, The Eioht Eev. 
David, D.D., formerly Bishop of 
Eupert's Land, is a son of Captain 
Archibald Anderson, H.E. I C.S.,and 
was bom in London, 10th Feb. 1814. 
He was educated at the Edinburgh 
Academy, and at Exeter College, 
Oxford (B.A., 1836; M.A , 1839; 
D.D., 1849). From 1841 to 1847 he 
was Vice-Principal of St. Bee's Col- 
lege, Cumberland, and in 1848-9 
incumbent of All Saints, Derby. On 
the 29th May, 1849, he was conse- 
crated the first Bishop of Eupert's 
Land, but he resigned that see in 
1864, when he was appointed Vicar 
of Clifton. In 1866, he was ap- 
pointed Chancellor of St. Paul's 
Cathedral. Bishop Anderson is the 
author of “Notes on the Flood;" 
“Net in the Bay;" five Charges; 
and some Ordination Sermons. Bi- 
shop Anderson resigned the vicar- 
age of CHfton in 1881. 

ANDEESON, Elizabeth Gar- 
rett-, M.D., eldest daughter of 
Newsom Garrett, Esq., of Alde- 
bui^h, Suffolk, was bom in London 
in 1837, and educated at home, and 
at a private school. Miss Elizabeth 
Garrett commenced the study of 
medicine at Middlesex Hospital in 
1860 ; completed the medical cur- 
riculum at St. Andrews, Edinburgh, 
and the London Hospital; and 
passed the examination at Apothe- 
caries' Hall, receiving the diploma 
of L.S.A. in Oct. 1865. Miss Gar- 
rett was appointed General Medical 
Attendant to St. Mary's Dispensary 
in June, 1866; she obtained the 
degree of M.D. from the University 
of Paris in 1870, and in the same 
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year was appointed one of the 
visiting physicians to the East 
London Hospital for Children and 
Dispensary for W omen. On N ov. 29, 

1870, Miss G-arrett was elected a 
member of the London School Board, 
being returned by a large majority 
at the head of the poll for Maryle- 
bone. She was married Feb. 9, 

1871, to Mr. I. G. S. Anderson, of 
the Orient line of steam-ships to 
Australia. Mrs. Garrett-Anderson 
contmues to practise in London as 
a physician for women and children. 
She has written various papers on 
medical and social questions. 

ANDRASSY (Count), Julius, a 
Hungarian statesman, bom at Zem- 
plin, on March 8, 1823, the son of 
Count Charles Andrassy, whose 
efforts to promote the scientific and 
industrial progress of his country 
are well known. He succeeded his 
father (who died in 1845) as Presi- 
dent of the Society for Jugulating 
the Course of the River Theissj 
and was returned by his native 
town to the Diet of 1847, where he 
rose to distinction in consequence 
of his oratorical powers and poli- 
tical tact. To the revolutionary 
movement of 1848 he lent all his 
influence ; and, after the Hungarian 
Government had fled to Debreczin, 
in 1849, he was despatched on a 
mission to the Porte. On the de- 
feat of the revolution he went into 
exile, and resided in France and 
England until the general amnesty 
of 1857 enabled him to return to 
his native country. Being elected 
a member of the Hungarian Diet 
in 1860, he gave a hearty support 
to the Deack party, and was nomi- 
nated Vi^-President. On the re- 
organization of the Austrian Empire, 
and the constitution of a Hungarian 
mi ni s try in 1867, he was appointed 
Prime Mini ster of Hungary, and 
charged with the department of the 
defence of the coxmtry. Among 
the principal events of his adminis- 
tration were the civil and political 
emancipation of the Jews, and the 
raising of a laige sum of money to 


extend and complete the railway 
system in Hungary At the general 
election of 1869 he was unanimously 
returned, hy the electors of Pesth 
to the Hungarian Chamber of Re- 
presentatives. Count Andrassy 
succeeded Count Beust as Minister 
for Foreign Affairs, Nov. 14, 1871, 
when he retired from the post of 
President of the Ministry at Pesth. 
The Emperor of Austria conferred, 
on Count Andrassy the Order of 
the Golden Fleece, Jan 1, 1878. 
He was the first plenipotentiary of 
Austria at the Congress of Berlin 
(June- July, 1878). Coimt Andrassy 
retired from public life in Aug. 
1879. 

ANDREWS, William, was bom 
at Kirkby Woodhouse, Notting- 
hamshire, Aug. 11, 1848. He has 
written the following books and 
newspaper serials : — " History of 
the Dunmow Flitch,^^ Punish- 
ments in the Olden Time,^^ ^‘The 
Book of Oddities,” " Historic York- 
shire,” " Anecdotal Biistory of 
Bells,” '"Gibbet Lore,” "Historic 
J^mance,^^ " Curious ’Epitaphs,” 
"Good Pare,” "The World of 
Oddities,” "Echoes of Old Scot- 
land,” "Old Stories Re-told,” 
" Echoes of Old Leeds,” " The 
Circus and Circus Performers,” 
" Strange Stories of the Midlands,” 
"Great Frosts and Frost Fairs,” 
"Gleanings of Lancashire Lore,” 
" Merry Christmas-tide,” " Roman- 
tic Tales and Historic Sketches,” 
and " Shadows of the Olden Time.” 
He has edited numerous books, in- 
cluding the "Derbyshire Gatherer,” 
and " Sketches of Hull Authors.” 
In 1878 he undertook the editor- 
ship of a weekly literary journal, 
enlatled the Hull Miscellany, In 
1876 he presided over a meeting 
at Dunmow, when the far famed 
Dunmow Flitch was claimed by a 
happy couple, and presented to 
them according to ancient usage. 
He established in 1879 the Hull 
Literary Club, and has acted as 
secretary since its formation. Mr. 
Andrews has also taken an active 
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part m the founding of other lite- 
rary institutions and libraries for 
the advancement of the people. He 
is a Eellow of the Eoyal Historical 
Society, and a member of the Derby- 
shire Archaeological and Natural 
History Society. 

A N T H A N, Jules Joseph, 
Baeon d’, a Belgian statesman, 
was bom in 1803. Adopting the 
legal profession, he was appointed 
Procureur du Eoi in 1831, and. five 
years later, Advocate-G-eneral in 
the Court of Appeal at Brussels. 
In 1843, M. Nothomb, the Prime 
Minister, selected him as his Minis- 
ter of Justice, and he held this 
office under different administra- 
tions until the advent of the Libe- 
rals to power in 1847. In July, 
1870, when the Catholic party once 
more gained the ascendancy, the 
Baron d^Anethan obtained the Pre- 
miership, bemg nominated Presi- 
dent of the Council and Minister 
for Eoreign Affairs. His govern- 
ment resigned in December, 1871. 
In November, 1875, he was nomi- 
nated Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary for Bel- 
gium to the Holy See. 

ANQ-IJS, Joseph, D D., bom Jan. 
16, 1816, at Bolam, Northumber- 
land, was educated at Hinges College, 
Stepney College, and Edinburgh, 
where he graduated in 1836, taking 
the first prizes in nearly all his 
classes. He was appointed Secretary 
of the Baptist Missionary Society 
in 1840, and President of Stepney 
College in 1849, which college was 
removed to Eegent^s Park in 1857. 
Dr. Angus, who was for several 
years EngHsh Examiner to the 
TJniversi^ of London, and to the 
Indian Civil Service, is the author 
of the " Handbook of the Bible,"" 
Handbook of the English Tongue,"" 
" English Literature,"" " Christ our 
Life,"" and several other works. He 
has also edited Butler"s Analogy 
and Sermons,"" with notes, and Dr. 
Wayland"s "Moral Science."" He 
was a member of the New Testament 
Company for the Revision of the 


Scriptures, and a member of the 
first London School Board. 

ANNAND ALE,Thomas,F .R.S .E ., 
was bom at Neweastle-on-Tyne, 
Feb. 2, 1838, and educated at 
the Newcastle Infirmary, and the 
University of Edinburgh. He 
became private assistant to the 
late Professor Syme, Demonstrator 
of Anatomy in the University of 
Edinburgh, and Surgeon and Lec- 
turer on Surgery to the Edinburgh 
Royal Infirmary. His high repu- 
tation as a practical and operating 
surgeon and teacher of surgery led 
to his appomtment in Oct., 1877, 
as Regius Professor of Clinical Sur- 
gery in the University of Edin- 
burgh. He is the author of " The 
Malformations, Diseases, and In- 
juries of the Fingers and Toes, and 
their Surgical Treatment,"" 1865, 
being the Jacksonian Prize Essay 
of the Royal College of Surgeons of 
London for 1864 5 "Abstracts of 
Surgical Principles,"" 1868-70, 2nd 
edit., 1876 5 " Clinical Surgical 
Lectures,"" 1874-75, reported in the 
Medical Times and Bmtish Medi- 
cal Jornmal ; "On the Pathology 
and Operative Treatment of Hip 
Disease,"* 1876 5 and numerous con- 
tributions to professional perio- 
dicals. 

ANSDELL, Richaed, R.A., was 
bora at Liverpool in 1815, and edu- 
cated at the Bluecoat School of 
that town. Having determined to 
adopt paintmg as a profession, he 
first distinguished hmiself by the 
painting of animals and sports of 
the field, with occasionally an out- 
door historical subject. The earli- 
est pictures he exhibited at the 
Royal Academy (1840 were " Q-rouse 
Shooting"" and " A Cfalloway Farm, 
the Property of the Marquis of 
Bute."" In the following year he 
exhibited "The Earl of Sefton and 
party returning from Shooting."' 
In 1842 his "Death of Sir W. 
Lambton at the Battle of Marston 
Moor"" attracted notice by its 
spirited treatment. In 1843 ap- 
peared " The Death,"" a scene in the 
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deer-inmt ; in 1844 Mary, Queen 
of Scots, returning from the chase 
to Stirling Castle , "" and, in 1845, 
Fox-hunting in the Iforth,'^ a 
portrait group of Mr. James 
Machell, of Windermere, and his 
family. In 1846 Mr. AnsdeU exhi- 
bited for the first time at the 
British Institution, the subject of 
his picture being "The Brover^s 
Halt — Isle of Mull in the Dis- 
tance ; ” and the same year he sent 
to the Eoyal Academy " The Stag 
at Bay.^’ Di the following year at 
the Academy appeared " The Com- 
bat,^’ a companion to the last 
picture ; and in 1848 " The Battle 
of the Standard.” In 1856 Mr. 
AnsdeU accompanied Mr. Phillip. 
B.A., to Spam ; and agam, in the 
foUowing year, he journeyed there 
alone, making the province of 
Seville his sketching ground. In 
1857 he exhibited "The Water 
Carrier” and "Mules Drinking”; 
in 1858 " The Road to Seville,” and 
" The Spanish Shepherd , ” in 1859 
" Ida Mayor — ^Banks of the Guadal- 
quivir,” and " The Spanish Flower 
SeUer.” In 1860 he made a sHght 
diversion to English subjects in 
" The Lost Shepherd” and “ Buy a 
Dog, Ma’am ’ ” ; but in the next 
year he agam showed his attach- 
ment to Spanish life and scenery. 
On three occasions Mr. AnsdeU re- 
ceived the "Heywood medal” for 
his works exhibited at Manchester j 
and a gold medal was awarded to 
him for pictures in the Paris Exhi- 
bition of 1855 — "The Wolf -slayer” 
and “Turning the Drove.” He 
was elected A.E,A. June 29, 1861. 
In that year he exhibited " Hunted 
Slaves” and " Old Friends ” ; and 
in 1862 Excelsior,” a traveUer, 
half buried in the snow, found by 
the monks of St. Bernard His 
more recent exhibits include — 
Goatherds — ^Bay of Gibraltar,” 
1874; "The Intruders,” "Quarry- 
ing in the Highlands, LOch Lag- 
gan” ; " A F^te Day : Going to a 
BuU Fight at San Eoque, Gibral- 
tar,” 1875 ; " After a Spate,” "The | 


Cattle are in the Com,” 1876 , " The 
Home of the Red Deer,” 1877 ; 
" Fifty Years Ago ” : before the 
Salmon Act, 1878 ; " The Stray 
Lamb,” "A Storm in the Glen,” 
1879; "The Farm of the Alham- 
bra,” 1881 ; " Returning from the 
Fair at SeviUe,” "The Vega of 
Granada : returning from pas- 
ture ” ; "A Timid Visitor,” " Col- 
lecting Sheep for CUpping m the 
HrghSnds,” "A Warm Comer,” 
1882 ; " The Vega of Granada : the 
Alhambra in the distance,” "The 
Scare,” "Water-carriers of the Al- 
hambra,” and " Hunting the Boar,” 
1883 Mr. AnsdeU was elected a 
Royal Academician in 1870. 

ANTHONY, Henry B., born at 
Coventry, Rhode Island, April 1, 
1815, graduated B.A. at the 
Brown Dniversity in 1833. In 
1838 he became editor and pro- 
prietor of the Providence Journal^ 
which under his charge came to be 
one of the leading provincial news- 
papers of the United States. He 
was elected Governor of Rhode 
Island in 1849, and again in 1850, 
but he declined a re-election m 
1851 He was chosen a United 
States Senator in 1859, and re- 
elected for each successive sexen- 
nial period, in 1865, 1871, and 1877, 
his term expiring in 1883. He has 
twice been chosen by the Republi- 
cans President jsro tempore of the 
Senate, in 1869 and in 1871. 

ANTIGUA, Bishop Coadjutor 
OP. {See Branch, Dr.) 

AOSTA, Duke op. {See Ama- 
deus.) 

ARABI, Ahmed, the leader of 
the military insurrection m Egypt, 
was born of a feUah family, resi- 
dent in a small viUage in the pro- 
vince of CharM^h, m the Eastern 
portion of Lower Egypt, nearly on 
the borders of the desert. He was 
enlisted in the army during the 
reign of Said Pasha, who initiated 
the system of replacing the foreign 
ojBRcers by native Egyptians. Arabi 
was one of those thus selected, and 
he rose rapidly in rank; but the 
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Viceroy was capiicions, and one day 
he had Arabi punished with some 
hundred blows of a stick, and rele- 
gated him to half-pay. Arabi, who 
had learned to read and write, and 
had compatriots at Ezher, the reli- 
gious university of Cairo, went 
thither to study science, and al- 
though he could not complete a 
course which requires about twenty 
years to accomplish, he learnt suf- 
ficient to enable him to pass for a 
savant among his colleagues in the 
army Ismail Pasha restored him 
to the army, and from this time 
Arabi was regarded by his Egyptian 
colleagues as a pious and learned 
man, his conduct being, according 
to Mussulman morality, irreproach- 
able He married the daughter of 
the nurse of El Hami Pasha, son of 
Abbas Pasha, who had been brought 
up in the Prmce’s palace this af- 
forded him somewhat of a com- 
petence. During the Abyssinian 
campaign he managed to have the 
charge of the transport, and re- 
mained at Massama to forward the 
convoys. After the campaign he 
was employed in the transport of 
sugar from the Ehedive^s factories 
in Upper Egypt, and having a 
quarrel with the manager of the 
Khedive's property, he returned to 
Cairo, and was again replaced in 
the army, being at the time lieu- 
tenant-colonel. He became the in- 
timate counsellor of Ali Bey El 
Eoubi,who was the means of raising 
Arabi from his obscurity. Durmg 
the years 1876-8 he organised a sort 
of secret society among the fellah 
officers, which was not noticed, m 
consequence of the events that were 
then engaging the attention of the 
Khedive and the State. Some weeks 
previous to the coup d^dtat of Ismail 
Pasha agamst the European Minis- 
try, several officers, among whom 
were Arabi and El Eoubi, went to 
Ali Pasha Moubarek, a fellah of 
Charkieh, and proposed to place 
him at their head to overthrow the 
Khedive and the European Minis- 
try. Ali PaslWf Moubarek^ who was 


a member of the Ministry of Wilson 
and Blignieres, related the whole 
to the !&edive, who had an inter- 
view with the society of El Eoubi 
and Arabi, and with their aid made 
the famous revolution which 
brought about the fall of the Euro- 
pean Ministry of 1879. Ismail 
Pasha would doubtless have sup- 
pressed the society had he remained 
a week or a fortnight longer in 
Egypt. At the accession of Tewfik, 
the bulk of the public were yet ig- 
norant of the name of Arabi. In a 
short time afterwards the Khedive 
made hi-m colonel and entrusted 
him with a regiment. Ali Bey El 
Eoubi was sent to Mansourah as 
President of the Tribunal of First 
Instance j but the conspiracy could 
not be destroyed, especially because 
no one in the G-overnment, except 
perhaps the Khedive himself, con- 
sidered that it had any real im- 
portance. At this time commenced 
the intrigues of the ex-Khedive, of 
Halim Pasha, and the Porte, and 
each party endeavoured to get hold 
of the only power that appeared to 
remam in Egypt, that is to say, 
this conspiracy of officers, which 
had drawn to it a large number of 
non-commissioned officers, and even 
of soldiers, by promising them an 
increase of pay, with better clothing 
and rations. The tactics of Arabi 
were to awaken the interest of the 
people in the movement which he 
was preparing, and to which he 
gave the name of The Awakening 
of the National Pai*ty.” In Sept. 
1881 Arabi appeared at the head of 
a military and popular revolt, com- 
pelling the Khedive, Tewfik Pasha, 
to dismiss his former Ministry, and 
to convene a sort of Parliament 
called the Assembly of Notables, 
which met about the beginning of 
1882. The afiair of Sept. 8 resulted 
in the overthrow of Eiaz Pasha's 
A dmini stration, which was unpopu- 
lar because it was supposed to be 
too deferential to certain foreign 
interests. Sheriff Pasha, who was 
thereupon appointed Prime Minis*^ 
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ter, pledged tlie Khedive to estab- 
lish a Parliamentary Government. 
A manifesto was issued by the 
National Party on Dec. 18, 1881, 
containing an exposition of there 
views and purposes They professed 
loyalty to the Sultan boli. as Im- 
perial Suzerain and as Caliph of 
the Mussulman community, but 
would never suffer Egypt to be re- 
duced to a Turkish Pashalic, and 
they claimed iJie guarantee of Eng- 
land and of Europe for the adminis- 
trative independence of Egypt 
They also professed loyalty to the 
Khedive, but would not acquiesce 
in a despotic rule, and they insisted 
upon his promise to govern by the 
advice of a representative assembly. 
At the beginning of 1882 the Khe- 
dive and Sheriff Pasha called to- 
gether the Assembly of Notables. 
Arabi was then appointed Under- 
secretary for the War Department, 
and was raised to the rank of Pasha. 
The Assembly of Notables wanted 
to vote the budget. This claim was 
refused by the Khedive's Govern- 
ment on account of the financial 
Controllers, and hence arose the 
Egyptian crisis. Arabi and the 
army had, however, a monopoly of 
power. The Khedive was forced to 
accept a National Ministry, and the 
Organic Law, adopted m defiance of 
the protests of the Controllers, 
placed the Budget in the hands of 
the Notables, thus subvertmg the 
authority of England and Prance 
embodied in the Control. Arabi, 
now substantially Dictator, and 
supported almost undisguise^y by 
the Sultan, proceeded to more 
daring measures. Eventually the 
English Government felt obliged to 
intervene by armed force. Then 
followed the bombardment of Alex- 
andria by the fleet under the com- 
mand of Sir Beauchamp Seymour 
(July 11, 1882), and subsecmently 
(Sept. 13), the decisive defeat of j 
Arabi and his army at Tel-el-Kebir 
by the British troops under Sir j 
Garnet Wolseley Arabi and his ‘ 
lieutenant, Toulba Pasha, fled to 


Cairo, where they surrendered to 
General Drury Lowe. It was in- 
tended at first to charge Arabi with 
murder and incendiarism, but he 
was actually brought to trial on the 
simple charge of rebellion (Dec. 3). 
He pleaded guilty, and was con- 
demned to death, but immediately 
afterwards the sentence was com- 
muted by the Khedive to perpetual 
exile from Egypt and its depen- 
dencies. Ceylon having been chosen 
as the place of banishment, Arabi, 
with other leaders in the rebellion, 
were landed at Colombo, Jan. 16, 
1883. 

AJRAGO, Etienne, journalist, 
brother of the late celebrated astro- 
nomer, was born at Perpignan, 
Peb 9, 1802, studied at the College 
of Sorr^ze, and held, during the 
Restoration, an appointment in the 
Polytechnic School, which he re- 
signed to enter upon a literary 
career. He has written many vaude- 
villes and melodramas j and estab- 
lished two opposition journals. La 
Lorgnette and Le F%gaT 0 ; the latter 
in conjunction with M. Maurice 
Alhoy. In 1829 he became director 
of the Theatre de Yaudeville, the 
doors of which he closed July 27, 
1830, the day after the publication 
of the ordonnances of Charles X. ; 
thus bemg one of the first to give 
the signal for the Revolution of 
July. Afterwards, with a number 
of his friends, he took part in the 
insurrectionary movements of June 
and April, 1834; but it was his 
good fortune to be either unnoticed 
or forgotten, and he was not in- 
cluded among the accused who ex- 
piated their imprudence in St. 
Pelagie. After the Revolution of 
1848 he opposed the policy of Louis 
Napoleon, and signed the act of 
accusation against the President 
and his ministers on the occasion of 
the siege of Rome. Having quitted 
Prance, he was in his absence con- 
demned, in default, to transporta- 
tion, by the High Court of Ver- 
sailles, in 1849, and resided in Eng- 
land, Holland, Geneva, and Turin j 
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at wbjcli latter place he occupied 
himself with literary studies and 
editing his “ Souvenirs/^ While at 
the head of the Post-office, M. Arago 
introduced the cheap postal stamp 
system mto France, and while in 
exile in Belgium, he organised a 
charitable society for poor emi- 
grants. In 1859 he returned to 
France. At the time of the war 
with Germany he was Mayor of 
Paris, which office he resigned in 
Nov. 1870, when he was offered the 
post of Commissioner-General of 
the Paris Mint, but he declined to 
accept that sinecure. On Feb. 8, 
1871, he was returned to the Na- 
tional Assembly for the department 
of the Pyrenees Orientales, but he 
resigned the seat on the plea of old 
age. At this period he was sent on 
an extraordinary mission to Italy, 
the object of which did not trans- 
pire After this he withdrew from 
pubhc hfe. He , was appointed 
archivist to the Ecole des Beaux 
Arts in 1878. 

AEAGO, Francois Victor Em- 
manuel, a nephew of Etienne 
Arago, born at Paris, June 6, 1812. 
Adopting the profession of letters, 
he brought out a volume of poems 
and several farces j but at the age 
of twenty-five he renounced litera- 
ture for the bar, and was admitted 
an advocate. He espoused the 
cause of the Eepublicans, and, in 
1839, was engaged in the defence of 
Martin-Bemard and Barbas. In 
the events of February, 1848, he 
took an active part; and on the 
21th of that month, forcing his way 
into the Chamber of Deputies, he 
protested against the Eegency, and 
demanded the deposition of the 
Orleans family. Immediately after- 
wards he was sent, with the title of 
Commissary-General of the Eepub- 
Hc, to Lyons, and became extremely 
unpopular, in consequence of his 
taking, from a fund of 500,000 francs 
intended for the National Bank of 
Lyons, the sum necessary for the 
support of the national workshops. 
This summary m^ure, however. 


saved the city, and M. Arago's con 
duct was formally approved by a 
vote of the Constituent Assembly in 
1849. The department of the Pyre- 
nees Orientales now elected him to 
Ihe Assembly, but he rarely made 
his appearance there ; and soon 
afterwards the Executive Commis- 
sion sent him as Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary to Berlin, where he used 
his infiuence in favour of the Poles 
of the grand-duchy of Posen, and 
succeeded in procuring the libera- 
tion of General Mierolawski. On 
receipt of the news of the election 
of the 10th December, he sent in his 
resignation, and hastened to Paris. 
M. Arago, who ordinarily voted 
with the Mountain " in the Legis- 
lative Assembly, protested ener- 
getically against the expedition to 
Eome. After the coup dL*4tat of 
Dec. 2, 1852, he withdrew for some 
years from political life, but con- 
tinued his practice at the bar. In 
1869 he was returned to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for the 8th cireon- 
scription of the Seine. After the 
fall of the Empire in 1870, he took 
a prominent part in public affairs ; 
and, on M. Cremieux being sent to 
Tours, j'ust before the siege, to 
represent the Government of the 
National Defence, he succeeded 
that statesman at Paris as Minister 
of Justice. On Feb. 6, 1871, he was 
nominated Minister of the Interior, 
and, ad intervm, Minister of War, in 
the place of M. Gambetta. Two 
days later he was returned to the 
National Assembly as one of the 
representatives of the Pyrenees 
Orientales ; and on the 19th of the 
same month he resigned the office of 
Minister of the In&ior, which was 
conferred on M. Ernest Picard. M. 
Arago was elected, in January, 1876, 
a senator for the department of the 
Pyrenees Orientales. His term of 
office expired in 1882. 

AECH, Joseph, leader of the 
agricultural labourers’ movement, 
was bom at Barford, Warwickshire, 
Nov. 10, 1826. His father was a 
labourer^ and he huuself had, from 
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an early age, to work for^Ms living 
in tke fields. He married tlie 
dangliter of a meolianic, and at lier 
suggestion fie added to fiis slender 
stock of book learning. He used 
often to sit up late at nigfit reading 
books, wfiilst smoking fiis pipe by 
tfie kitcfien fire. In tfiis way fie 
contrived to acquire some know- 
ledge of logic, mensuration, and 
surveying He likewise perused a 
large number of religious works, 
and for some years fie occupied a 
good deal of fiis spare time in 
preaefiing among tfie Primitive 
Methodius. Wfien tfie movement 
arose among tfie agricultural la- 
bourers, fie became its recognised 
leader. In 1872 fie founded tfie 
National Agricultural Labourers" 
Union, of whicfi fie became 
president. He went tfirougfi tfie 
principal agricultural districts of 
England, addressing crowded meet- 
ings of tfie labouring classes, and 
afterwards fie visited Canada to 
inquire into tfie questions of labour 
and emigration. A more detailed 
account of Joseph Arcfi"s career 
will be found in '^Tfie English. 
Peasantry,"" by Mr. Francis G-eorge 
Heath, 1874. 

ARCHER, James, was bom in 
Edinburgh, June 10, 1824, and edu- 
cated at tfie High School in that city. 
He was appointed an Associate of 
tfie Royal Scottish Academy in 
1850, and a full Academician m 
1858. Mr. Archer, who left Scot- 
land for London in 1862, first ex- 
hibited in tfie Royal Academy a 
cartoon of a design of tfie Last 
Supper, followed by an oil picture 
of the same tfie year after. He 
made a series of pictures from tfie 
"Morte d" Arthur,"" of which one 
was exhibited in tfie Royal 
Academy — GCfie Mystic Sword 
Excalibim."" He painted a series 
of pictures of children in costume, 
exhibited in the Royal Academy, 
of which ^'Maggie, you"re Cheat- 
ing"" is tfie chief. He became a 
portrait painter in 1871, exhibiting 
a portrait of Col, Sykes, M.P„ from 


which time fie pamted many por- 
traits, one of the prmcipal being 
that of Professor BlacMe. 

ARCHIBALD, The Hon. Adams 
Gboeoe, C.M.G., Q.C., P.C., 

Lieutenant-Governor of the Pro- 
vince of Nova Scotia, Dominion of 
Canada, was bom at Truro, N.S , 
May 18, 1814. He was educated at 
Pictou Academy, and called to tfie 
bar in 1839. He became Solicitor- 
General in tfie government of Nova 
Scotia in 1856, and Attorney- 
General four years later. He was 
a delegate to England in 1857, to 
aseert^n tfie views of tfie British 
Government on tfie question of tfie 
union of tfie North American Pro- 
vinces. He took an active part in 
tfie subsequent conferences on that 
subject in Canada, and was present 
in London with tfie delegation 
which in 1866 arranged the terms 
of Confederation. He was made a 
member of tfie Canadian Privy 
Council in 1867, and tfie same year 
served as Secretary of State for tfie 
Provinces. From May, 1870, until 
May, 1873, fie was Lieut.-Govemor 
of Manitoba and tfie North-west 
Territories, and upon resigning that 
position was appointed Ju(^e in 
Equity in fiis native provmce. 
Upon tfie death of tfie Hon. Joseph 
Howe, fie was appointed fiis suc- 
cessor in tfie Lieut.-Governorsfiip 
of Nova Scotia, and was created a 
Companion of tfie Order of St. 
Michael and St. George. 

ARDITI, Luiai, a musical com- 
poser, born July 22, 1822, at Cres- 
centino. Piedmont, was educated as 
a violinist at tfie Conservatoire at 
Milan. After filling tfie post of 
musical conductor in various places 
in Italy and America, where fie re- 
mained ten years, fie came to Lon- 
don in 1857, and was appointed 
musical director at Her Majesty’s 
Theatre. Wfiilst in Constantinople, 
fie received from tfie Sultan tfie 
Order of tfie Med]idie in acknow- 
ledgment of fiis talent as a composer. 
In addition to numerous songs 
composed by Signoy Arditi, may 
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be mentioned tbe opera “ La Spia/^ 
written in New York in 1856 j II 
Bacio/’ written in London, and 
various pieces for tbe viohn. 

AEGrYLL (Duke or). His G-bacb 
Gteobge Douglas Campbell, K.T., 
only surviving son of tbe seventh 
duke, was born at Ardencaple 
Castle, Dumbartonshire, in 1823, 
and, before he had succeeded his 
father, in April, 1847, had become 
known as an author, politician, and 
public speaker. As Marquis of 
Lome he took an active part in the 
controversy in the Presbyterian 
Church of Scotland relating to 
patronage, and was looked upon by 
Dr. Chalmers as an important and 
valuable adherent. As early as 
1842 he published a pamphlet 
which exhibited considerable liter- 
ary ability, under the title of “ A 
Letter to the Peers from a Peer’s 
Son.” His brochure, " On the Duty 
and Necessity of Immediate Legis- 
lative Interposition in behalf of 
the Church of Scotland, as deter- 
mined by Considerations of Consti- 
tutional Law,” was an historical 
view of that Church, particularly 
in reference to its constitutional 
power in ecclesiastical mattei’s. In 
the course of the same year he 
published "A Letter to the Eev. 
Thomas Chalmers, D.D., on the 
Present Position of Church Affairs 
in Scotland, and the Causes which 
have led to it.” In this pamphlet 
he vindicated the right of the 
Church to legislate for itself 5 but 
condemned the Free Church move- 
ment then in agitation among cer- 
tain members of the G-eneri As- 
sembly, maintaining the position 
taken up in his "Letter to the 
Peers,” and expressmg his dissent 
from the extreme view embodied in 
the statement of Dr. Chalmers, 
that "lay patronage and the in- 
tegrity of the spiritual indepen- 
dence of the Church has been 
proved to be, like oil and water, 
immiscible.” In 1848 the Duke 
published an essay, critical and 
hiatorical, on -^he ecol^siastioa^ his- 


tory of Scotland since the Eeform- 
ation, entitled " Presbytery Ex- 
amined.” It was a careful expan- 
sion of his earlier writings, and 
was favourably received. His Grace 
was a frequent speaker in the 
House of Peers on such sub]ects as 
Jewish Emancipation, the Scottish 
Marriage BiU, the Corrupt Prac- 
tices at Elections Bill, the Sugar 
Duties, Foreign Affairs, the Eccle- 
siastical Titles Bill, the Scottish 
Law of Entail, and the Eepeal of 
the Paper Duties. During the ad- 
ministration of Lord John Eussell 
he gave the government a general 
support, at the same time identify- 
ing his political views with those 
of the Liberal Conservatives, His 
Grace actively interested himself 
in all questions affecting Scottish 
interests brought before the Legis- 
lature, especially in the affairs of 
the Church of Scotland. In 1851 
he was elected Chancellor of the 
University of St Andrews. In 
1852 he accepted oflS.ce in the Cabi- 
net of the Earl of Aberdeen, as 
Lord Privy Seal On the brealdng- 
up of that ministry, in February, 
1855, in consequence of the seces- 
sion of Lord John Eussell, and the 
appointment of Mr. Eoebuck’s 
Committee of Inquiry into the 
state of the British army before 
Sebastopol, his Grace retained the 
same office under the Premiership 
of Lord Palmerston. In the latter 
part of 1855 he resigned the Privy 
Seal, and became Postmaster- 
General. In Lord Palmerston’s 
Cabinet of 1859 the Duke resumed 
the office of Lord Privy Seal, which 
he exchanged for that of Post- 
master-General on Lord Elgin 
being sent, in 1860, on his second 
special mission to China. He was 
re-appointed Lord Privy Seal in 
1860, was elected Eector of the 
University of Glasgo^v in Nov. 
1854'j presided over the twenty- 
fifth y n ual meeting of the British 
Association for the Advancement 
of Science, held at Glasgow, in 
Sept. 1855 j and was elected Presii* 
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dent of tile Eoyal Society of Edin- 
TDiargli in 1861. On tlie formation 
of Mr. Q-ladstone’s Cabinet^in Dec. 
1868, lie was appointed Secretary 
of State for India, and lie beld tliat 
position till tlie downfall of the 
Liberal G-ovemment in Eeb. 1874. 
In the ensuing session he warmly 
supported the measure introduced 
and carried by the Conservative 
Government for the transfer from 
individuals to congregations of the 
patronage in the Church of Scot- 
land. He was appointed Lord 
Privy Seal for the third time in 
May, 1880, on Mr. Gladstone re- 
turning to power. That post he 
held till April, 1881, when he re- 
signed it, in conseq[uence of a dif- 
ference with his colleagues in the 
Cabinet concerning some of the 
provisions of the Irish Land Bill. 
In announcing the circumstance to 
the House of Lords (April 8) he 
stated that in consequence of cer- 
tain provisions of the Bill which, 
in his view, put the ownership of 
Irish proper^ in commission and 
abeyance, he had felt obliged to 
resign his office in the Government, 
and his resignation had been accept- 
ed by Her Majesty. His Grace is 
Hereditary Master of the Queen's 
Household in Scotland, Chancellor 
of the University of St. Andrews, 
a Trustee of the British Museum, 
and Hereditary Sheriff and Lord- 
Lieutenant of Argyllshire. In 1866 
Has Grace published " The Heign of 
Law," which has passed through 
numerous editions ; in 1869 " Prim- 
eval Man ; an Examination of some 
recent speculations," in 1870 a 
small work on the History and 
Antiquities of Iona, of which island 
his Grace is proprietor; in 1874 
*^The Patronage Act of 1874, aJl 
that was asked in 1843, being a 
Eeply to Mr. Taylor Lanes;" in 
1877 (for the Cohden Club) obser- 
vations "On the important ques- 
tion involved in the relation of 
Landlord and Tenant;” and in 
1879 " The Eastern Question, from 
tffie Treaty of Paris to the Treaty 


of Berlin, and to the second Afghan 
War," 2 vols. He married first, m 
1844, the eldest daughter of the 
second Duke of Sutherland (she 
died May 25, 1878) ; and secondly, 
in 1881, Amelia Maria, eldest 
daughter of Dr. Claughton, Bishop 
of St. Alban's, and widow of Colonel 
Augustus Henry Archibald Anson. 
His Grace's eldest son, the Marquis 
of Lome, married in 1871, the Prin- 
cess Louise. (See Lobne.) 

ARMAGH, Aechbishop op. (See 
Beeespobd.) 

aBMITAGE, Edw^d, E A., an 
historical and mural painter, de- 
scended from an ancient Yorkshire 
family , was born in London May 
20, 1817, and educated in Prance 
and Germany. In 1837 he entered 
the studio of Paul Delaroche at 
Paris, and he was selected by that 
master to assist him in the decora- 
tion of the "Hemicycle" at the 
School of Pine Arts Three years 
later Mr. Armitage sent a large 
picture of "Prometheus Bound" 
to the Paris Exhibition of Living 
Pamters. To the Cartoon Esiiibi- 
tion at Westminster Hall in the 
following year he contributed "The 
Landing of Julius Caesar in Britain,” 
which took a first-class prize of «8300. 
It was reported that Delaroche had 
worked upon this cartoon, and con- 
sequently the premium awarded to 
it by the Eoyal Commissioners was 
withheld until a second drawing 
should be executed in this country. 
The question was speedily decided 
m the young painter's favour. In 
1844 he was a contributor to the 
Westminster Hall Exhibition of 
works in fresco, but not with 
similar success, receiving no prize. 
At the third competition in 1845 he 
was more successful, taking a ^8200 
prize for a cartoon and coloured 
design, "The Spirit of Eeligion," 
and, finally, in 1847, another first 
prize of d8500 was awarded to him 
for an oil picture, " The Battle of 
Meanee," now the property of the 
Queen. After this Mr. Armitage 
went to Eome, where he remained 
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one yeaa*. During tlie war witli 
Russia he visited the Crimea, au<- 
the result was two pictures, “ Th< 
Heavy Cavalry Charge of Bala 
Hava/" and “The Stand of the 
Cuards at Inkermann/" These pic- 
tures were painted for Messrs 
G-anibart & Co*, and were not ex 
hibited at the Eoyal Academy. In 
1858 he produced a colossal figm?e 
entitled “ Retribution,"" allegorical 
of the suppression and punishment 
of the Indian mutiny. In the Upper 
Waiting Hall of the Palace of West 
minster he has executed two expe- 
rimental frescoes, “The Thames 
with its Tributaries,"" and “The 
Death of Marmion/" and in the 
Catholic Church of St. John at 
Islingfon, he painted “ St. Prancis 
and his early followers before Pope 
Innocent III.,"" and decorated the 
apse with noble figures of Christ 
and the Twelve Apostles. In 1869 
he was engaged upon the mono- 
chrome series of wall-paintings in 
University Hall, Cordon Square 
— a memorial to the late Crabb 
Robinson. The composition is 56 
feet long, and the figures, thirty- 
four in number, are somewhat over 
life size. Mr. Armitage was elected 
A.R.A. in 1867, R.A. in Dec. 1872 j 
and was appomted Professor and 
Lecturer on Painting to the Royal 
Academy in 1875. To the annual 
exhibitions of that body he has 
been a regular contributor since 
1848. The following is a list of 
the pictures he has exhibited at

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Woman taken in Adultery” in 
1879. Mr. Armitage spent the 
winter of 1879-SO in Algeria, and 
made numerous studies, but did 
not exhibit at the Eoyal Academy 
in the following spring. In 1881 
he exhibited a large “ Samson and 
the Lion,” and an altar-piece, in 
compartments, representing the 
“Acts of Mercy.” In 1882 he ex- 
hibited ‘"'The Meeting of St, Francis 
and St. Dominic amongst the 
Euins of Ancient Eome,” “One 
of Eaffaelle’s Models,” and “Sea 
Drchms;” and in 1883, “A Eeal 
Centenarian : portrait of Miss W., 
aged 101 years and 3 months.” Mr. 
Aimitagewas always fond of aquatic 
sports, both rowing and sailing. He 
now possesses a yacht, and is legally 
qualified to command her, having 
p^sed the Board of Trade examina- 
tion, and obtained a Master’s certi- 
ficate. 

AEM STEAD, Henry Hugh, 
E.A., sculptor, was bom in London, 
June IS, 1823, and received his artis- 
tic education at the School of Design, 
Somerset House, Leigh’s School, 
Maddox Street, Mr. Carey’s School, 
and the Eoyal Academy. Among 
his masters were Mr. McManus, 
Mr. Herbert, E. A , Mr. Bailey, E A., 
Mr. Leigh, and Mr. Carey. As a 
designer, modeller, and chaser for 
silver, gold, and jewellery, and a 
draughtsman on wood, he has ex- 
ecuted a large number of works. 
Among those in silver, the most 
important are the “Charles Kean 
Testimonial,” the “ St. C-eorge’s 
Vase,” “ Doncaster Eace plate,” the 
“Tennyson Vase” (Silver Medal 
obtained for that and other works 
in Paris, 1855), and the Packing- 
ton Shield.” His last important 
work in silver (for which the Medal 
from the 1862 Exhibition was ob- 
tained) was the “ Outram Shield,” 
always on view at the South Ken- 
sington Museum. His works, in 
marble, bronze, stone, and wood in- 
clude the South and East sides of the 
podium of the Albert Memorial,” 
Hyde Park, representing the musi- , 


cians and painters of the Italian, 
Q-erman, French, and English 
Schools, and some of the greatest 
poets There are also four large 
bronze figures on the Albert Memo- 
rial by Mr. Armstead, viz. Che- 
mistry, Astronomy, Medicine, and 
Ehetoric. He also designed the 
external sculptural decorations of 
the new Colonial 0£S.ces — ^rebefs of 
Government, Europe, Asia, Africa, 
America, Australasia, and Educa- 
tion, statues of Earl Grey, Lord 
Lytton, Duke of Newcastle, Earl 
of Derby, Lord Eipon, Sir W. 
Moleswortb, Lord Glenelg, and also 
reliefs on the fa9ade of Truth, For- 
titude, Temperance, and Obedi- 
ence. Mr. Armstead designed the 
whole of the carved oak panels 
(beneath Dyce’s frescoes) in Her 
Majesty’s Eobing Eoom in Hew 
Palace, Westminster, lUustratmg 
the life of King Arthur, and the 
history of Sir Galahad; also the 
external sculpture of Eatmgton 
Park, Warwickshire, the large 
Fountain in the Fore Court of 
King’s College, Cambridge, the 
Marble Eeredos of the “Entomb- 
ment of our Lord,” at Hythe 
Church, Kent, and other works, 
including the ejfigy of the late 
Bishop of Wmchester, m Win- 
chester Cathedral. Mr. Armstead 
was elected an Associate of the 
Eoyal Academy, Jan. 16, 1875, and 
an Academician, Dec. 18, 1879. 

AEMSTEONG, Sir Alexander, 
K C.B., F.E S., LL D., is a son of 
the late Mr. A. Armstrong, of 
Crahan, co. Fermanagh, Ireland. 
He was educated at Trinity College, 
Dublin, and at the Umversity of 
Edmburgh, where he graduated. 
Having entered the medical depart- 
ment of the Eoyal Havy m 18*2, he 
served m various parts of the 
world, and for five years continu- 
ously in the Arctic regions. He 
was present in the “ Investigator ” 
at the discovery of the North-West 
passage. During the Eussian war 
he served in the Baltic, was present 
at the bombardnjent of Sweaborg, 
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and also in two nig’lit attacks witli 
a flotilla of rocket-boats, for wbicb. 
he was gazetted. He has been 
Deputy Inspector-General of the 
Mediterranean fleet and the naval 
hospitals at Malta, Haslar, and 
Chatham , and he was promoted to 
be Inspector-General for special 
services m 1866. Three years later 
he became Director-General of the 
Medical Department of the Navy, 
which ojfice he resigned m 1880. 
He was created a Knight Com- 
mander of the Order of the Bath m 
1871 Sir Alexander Armstrong 
has received the Arctic and Baltic 
medals; also Sir Gilbert Blane’s 
gold medal. He is an honorary 
physician to the Queen and the 
Prince of Wales. He is the author 
of "A Personal Narrative of the 
Discovery of the North-West Pas- 
sage,^^ 1857 ; and " Observations on 
Naval Hygiene and Scurvy, more 
particularly as the latter appeared 
during a Polar Voyage,” 1858. 

ARMSTRONG, Geosge Francis, 
M.A., born in the county of Dubhn, 
May 5, 1845, is the third surviving 
son of the late Mr. E. J. Armstrong, 
and Jane, daughter of the late Rev. 
Henry Savage, of Glastry, in the 
Ardes, co. Down. He received his 
eaxly education partly in Dublin 
and partly in Jersey. In 1862 he 
made a long pedestrian tour in 
France with his elder brother, the 
poet, Edmund Armstrong. In the 
same year he obtained a civil ap- 
pointment in Dublin, and matricu- 
lated in Dublin University. In 
1864 he won the First Composition 
Prize and the Medal for Oratory in 
the University Philosophical So- 
ciety. In 1865 he gained the Vice- 
Chancellor’s Prize for a poem on the 
subject of Circassia ” ; and in the 
same year, on the decease of his 
brother Edmund, he was elected his 
successor in the Presidential Chair 
of the Philosophical Society, and he 
brought out the First Edition of 
his brother’s "Poems.” In 1866 
he won the Gold Medal for Compo- 
sition in the Historical Society. In 


1867 he was re-elected President of 
the Philosophical Society, and won 
its Gold Medal for Essay Writmg 
In 1869 he pubhshed a volume of 

Poems, Lyrical and Dramatic ” 
In 1870 appeared " Ugone . a Tra- 
gedy.” In 1871 he was appointed 
Professor of History and English 
Literature in Queen’s College, Cork, 
and a Professor of the Queen’s 
University in Ireland , and the 
next year he was presented with 
the degree of M.A. by Trinity Col- 
lege, Dublin, in recognition of his 
"high hterary character and at- 
tainments.” In 1872 he published 
" King Saul ” (the first part of the 
"Tragedy of Israel”), and new 
editions of "Poems, Lyi’ical and 
Dramatic,” and "Ugone” In 
1874 these were followed by " King 
David” (the second part of the 
" Tragedy of Israel ”), and in 187(5 
by "King Solomon,” which com- 
pleted the Trilogy In 1877 he pub- 
lished " The Life and Letters ” of 
his brother Edmund John, together 
with a volume of his "Essays,” 
and a new and enlarged edition of 
his "Poetical Works.” In 1879 
Mr. Armstrong married Mane 
Elizabeth, younger daughter of the 
late Rev John Wrixon. In 1882 
he was presented with the degree 
of Doctor of Literature, honoris 
causdj by the Queen’s University, 
and was elected a Fellow of the 
Royal University of Ireland; and 
in the spring of the same year he 
published a new volume of poems, 
under the title of " A Garland 
from Greece.” 

ARMSTRONG, Sir William 
GEORaE,C.B ,LL.D.,D.C.L.,F.R,S., 
son of the late Mr. William Arm- 
strong, a merchant and alderman 
of Newcastle-upon-Tyne, by the 
daughter of Mr William Potter, 
formerly of Walbottle Hall, North- 
umberland, was born m 1810. He 
was educated at the school of 
Bishop Auckland, and afterwards 
articled to an eminent solicitor 
at Newcastle, who subsequently 
adopted him as a partner ; but a 
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strong bent for scientific pursuits 
eventually diverted him from th* 
law. Early in life he commencec 
investigations on the subject Oj 
electricity, which resulted in thf 
invention of the hydro-electri< 
machine, the most powerful meani 
of developing frictional electricitj 
yet devised. For this he wag 
elected, whilst a very young man 
a Fellow of the Eoyal Sociel^^. He 
then invented the hydraulic crane 
and, between 1845 and 1850, the 
" accumulator," by which an arti 
ficial head is substituted for the 
natural head gained only by alti- 
tude ; and extended the application 
of hydraulic power to hoists of 
every Mnd, machines for opening 
and dosing dock gates and spring 
bridges, capstans, turntables^ wag- 
gon-hfts, and a variety of other 
pulses. For the manufacture of 
this machinery he and a small 
cirde of friends founded the Els 
wick Engine W orks, near N ewcastle 
There, in December, 1854, he con- 
struct^ the rifled ordnance gun 
that bears his name. In 1858 th« 
Eifie Cannon Committee recom 
mended the adoption of the Arm 
strong gun for special service in 
the field, and Mr. Armstrong, on 
presenting his patents to the 
Government, was knighted, made a 
C.B., and appointed Engineer of 
Eifled Ordnance, with a salary of 
^82000 a year. Between the years 
1858 and 1870 the Armstrong gun 
and the position of Sir W. G. irm- 
strong in reference to the Govern- 
ment underwent many changes; 
but the leading feature of the gun, 
whether rifled or smooth, muzzle- 
loading or breech-loading, is in the 
coiling of one wrought-iron tube 
over another until a sufficient thick- 
ness is built up. The Armstrong 
gun has been laa^ely adopted by 
foreign Governments. Sir William 
Armstrong extended the system to 
guns of all sizes, from the 6-pounder 
to the 600-pounder, weighing up- 
wards of 20 tons, and within three 
years introduced thi’ee thousand | 


guns into the service. The Com- 
mittee of Ordnance of the House of 
Commons, ia their report, July, 
1863, state that they ^^have had 
no practical evidence before them 
that even at this moment any other 
system of constructing rifled' ord- 
nance exists which can be compared 
to that of Sir W. Armstrong." In 
February, 1863, Sir William re- 
signed his appointment, and re- 
joined the Elswick manufacturing 
company. In the same year he acted 
as President of the British Associa- 
tion meetmg held at Newcastle- 
on-Tyne. In that capacity he drew 
attention to the gradual lessening 
of our supply of coal, and the pro- 
bability of actual exhaustion at 
some future time. The discussion 
suggested by this important address 
led to the appointment of a Eoyal 
Co mmis sion to inquire into all the 
circumstances connected with our 
national coal supply, and he was 
no m i na ted a member of this Com- 
mission. He received the honorary 
degree of LL.D. from the Univer- 
sity of Cambridge in 1862, and the 
honorary degree of D.C L from the 
Umversity of Oxford in 1870 Sir 
William is a Knight Commander of 
the Danish Order of the Dannebrog, 
of the Austrian Order of Francis 
Joseph, and of the Brazilian Order 
of the Eose. He was nominated a 
Grand Officer of the Italian Order 
of SS. Maurice and Lazarus in 1876. 
Sir W. G. Armstrong has taken an 
active part in the inquiries concern- 
ing the operation of the Patent 
Laws, he being very hostile to them 
in their present forms He has 
been President of the Institution of 
Mechanical Engineers, and also of 
the Newcastle Literary and Philo- 
sophical Society. 

AENASON, Jon, the son of a 
futheran clergyman, was born at 
Hof, on the northern coast of Ice- 
l^d, Aug. 17, 1819. Having lost 
his father in early boyhood, he was 
indebted to his mother for elemen- 
;^y instruction. After completing 
his education at the college of Bes- 
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sestad, tlieii the only school in the 
island, he became private tutor in 
the family of the late Seveinbj6rn 
Egilsson, the rector of the college. 
Arnason devoted much time to the 
study of the history and literature 
of Iceland, and made himself 
thorough master of the classical 
tongues. In 1849 he was appomted 
keeper of the library at Eeykjavik, 
and, in 1856, Secretary to the Bishop 
of Iceland. He has published 
several biographical works, includ- 
ing the Me of his friend. Dr. 
Egilsson. In conjunction with M. 
Grrimson he edited a small collec- 
tion of Icelandic Fairy Tales and 
Adventures, entitled " Islenzk jEfin- 
tyri.'*' English translations of a 
number of these quaint stories will 
be found in the appendix to Syming- 
ton’s " Pen and Pencil Sketches of 
Faroe and Iceland,” 1862. The 
work on which his fame chiefly 
rests is derived from the folk-lore 
of Iceland, and entitled Icelandic 
Popular Tales and Adventures” 
(Leipsig, 1862-4) An English ver- 
sion, by G-. E. J. Powell and E. 
Magntisson, of some of these tales 
appeared in 1864, under the title of 
Icelandic Legends ” 

AENOLD, ^THTTR, M.P,, third 
son of Eobert Coles Arnold, J. P., 
of Whartons, Framfield, Sussex, 

> and Heath House, Maidstone, was 
bom May 28, 1833. On the passing 
of the I^blic Works (Manufactur- 
ing Distocts) Act, 1863, to meet the 
.necessities of the cotton famine, 
fMr. Arnold was appointed Assis- 
tant-Commissioner, and in that 
' capacity resided in Lancashire till 

I I8i66, during which time he wrote 
^^e History of the Cotton Fa- 
laine,” of which the original edition 
1ms published in 1864, followed by 
cheaper one in 1865. On the 
^l^nnination of the cotton famine, 
"hSx. Arnold retired from the dis- 
liict, having received the tbfl.TiTr « 
. ^ the Poor Law Board, and of a 
,;^rge number of the loc^ authori- 
for his zealous and efiicient 
I services. After two years of sub- 


sequent travel in the south and 
east of Europe and in Africa, Mr. 
Arnold returned to England in 
1868, when he published '‘’From 
the Levant,” in two vols., contain- 
ing letters descriptive of his tour. 
He then became the flrst editor of 
the Echo, a journal which, under 
his direction and control, attained 
an enormous success and circula- 
tion. In years anterior to those to 
which we have alluded, Mr, Arnold 
wrote two novels, one of which 
was published under the name of 
Ealph ; or, St. Sepulchre^s and 
St. Stephen’s,” the other being 
entitled " Hever Court.” Mr. Ar- 
nold m arried, in 1867, Amelia Eliza- 
beth, only daughter of Captain 
Hyde, late 96th Eegiment, of 
Castle Hyde, county Cork In 1873, 
the King of Greece conferred the 
Golden Cross of the Order of the 
Eedeemer upon Mr. Arnold, with 
special reference to his work, " From 
the Levant.” In the same year, 
upon the death of Mr. Baring, Mr. 
Arnold became a candidate for the 
representation of Huntingdon, 
where there had not been a contest 
for forty years. He was, however, 
defeated by Sir John Karslake In 
1874, on the death of Mr. Charles 
Gilpin, Mr. Arnold was unanimously 
invited by the Liberal Committee 
of Northampton to become a candi- 
date, but he declined. Mr. Arnold 
resigned his connection with the 
Echo in 1875, and passed a year in 
travelling through Eussia and 
Persia. The notes of this journey 
appeared in 1877 under the title of 
" Through Persia by Caravan.” In 
1879-80,Mr. Arnold issued two works; 
one entitled ^‘‘Social Politics,” a 
collection of some of his contribu- 
tions to monthly reviews, and the 
other, Free Land,” an exposition 
of his views upon reform of the 
laws relating to land. At the 
general election of 1880, he was 
returned to Parliament for Salford, 
In the same year, in succession to 
Sir Charles Dilke, Mr. Arnold was 
elected Chairman of the Greek Com- 
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inittee, wliich was actively con- 
cerned in promoting tlie enlarge- 
ment of the Hellenic kingdom in 
accordance with the suggestions of 
the Treaty of Berlin. In 18S2, Mr. 
Arnold proposed in the House of 
Commons resolutions in favour of 
uniformity of franchise throughout 
the United Eangdom, and redistri- 
hution of political power^ and upon 
a motion for adjournment, the 
policy of the resolutions was, for 
the first time, sanctioned by a large 
majority. 

ARNOLD, Edwin, C.S.I , second 
son of Robert Coles iinold, a magis- 
trate for Sussex, bom June 10, 1832, 
was educated at the King's School, 
Rochester, and King's College, 
London, and was elected to a 
scholarship at University College, 
Oxford. In 1852 he obtained the 
Newdigate prize for his English 
poem on the Eeast of Belshazzar," 
and was selected in 1853 to address 
the late Earl of Derby on his instal- 
lation as Chancellor of the Univer- 
sity. He graduated in honours in 
1854. Upon quitting college, he 
was elected Second Master m the 
English Division of King Edward 
the Sixth^s School, Birmingham, 
and subsequently appointed Prin- 
cipal of the Government Sanscrit 
College at Poona, in the Bombay 
Presidency, and Fellow of the Uni- 
versity of Bombay, which offices he 
held during the mutiny, and re- 
signed in 1861, after having twice 
received the thanks of the G-ovemor- 
in-Council. He has contributed 
largely to critical and literary jour- 
nals, and is the author of " Griselda, 
a Drama," and Poems, Narrative 
and Lyrical;" with some prose 
works, among which are "Educa- 
tion in India," "The Euterpe of 
Herodotus," — a translation from 
the Greek Text, with notes — "The 
B[itopades'a," with vocabulary in 
Sanscrit, English, and Murathi. 
The last two were published in 
India. Mr. Arnold has also pub- 
lished a metrical translation of the 
classical Sanscrit work Hito- 


pades'a" under the title of "The 
Book of Good Counsels ; " a " His- 
tory of the Administration of India 
under the late Marquis of Dal- 
housie " (1862-4) , as well as a 
popular account, with translated 
passages, of " The Poets of Greece." 
Since 1861 he has been upon the 
editorial staff of the Dail/y Telegrajph. 
On behalf of the proprietors of that 
journal, he arranged the first ex- 
pedition of Mr. George Smith to 
Assyria, as well as that of Mr. 
Henry Stanley, who was sent by 
the same journal, in conjunction 
with the New York Herald, to com- 
plete the discoveries of Livingstone 
in Africa, a mission victoriously 
accomplished. He is a Fellow of 
the Royal Asiatic and the Royal 
Geographical Society of London, 
and Honorary Correspondent of 
that of Marseilles. For his share 
in the happy results of Mr. Smith's 
researches he was publicly thanked 
by the Trustees of the British Mu- 
seum. He published in 1874, " Hero 
and Leander," a translation in 
heroic verse, from the Greek of 
Museeus j and in the following year 
" The Indian Song of Songs," being 
a metrical paraphrase from the 
Sanscrit of the Gita Govinda of 
Jayadeva. Upon the occasion of 
the proclamation of the Queen as 
Empress of India, on Jan. 1, 1877, 
he was named a Companion of the 
Star of India. In 1879 he produced 
"The Light of Asia," an Epic poem 
upon the Life and Teaching of 
Buddha, which has since passed 
through more than twenty editions 
in England and America. For this 
work the King of Siam decorated 
him with the Order of the White 
Elephant. In 1881, he published a 
vplume of oriental verse under the 
title of " Indian Poetry," and he has 
printed several translations from 
the Sanscrit Epic the Mahabharata, 
and in 1883 " Pearls of the Faith, 
or Islam's Rosary ; being the ninety- 
nine beautiful names of AUah, with 
comments in verse." Mr. Arnold 
received the Second Class of the 
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Imperial Order of the Medjidie 
from the Sultan in 1876. 

ARNOLD, The Rev. Rbedebick 
bom at Cheltenham in 1833, gra- 
duated B.A. at Christ Church Ox- 
ford, (2nd Class Classics (Mods.), 
and 1st class Law and Modern His- 
tory.) He was for some time editor 
of the Literary Gazette, and after- 
wards of the Churchman^s Family 
Magazine. He is the author of 
"The Public Life of Lord Macau- 
lay ; " Path on Earth to Gates of 

Heaven ; " Christ Church Days," 

a story in 2 vols. ; " Our Bishops and 
Deans,” 2 vols., 1875 j and "Turn- 
ing Points in Life,” 1882. He has 
also written a " History of Greece,” 
and a work on “ Oxford and Cam- 
bridge” for the Religious Tract 
Society. Mr. Arnold's " Piccadilly 
Papers ” appeared monthly in Lon- 
don Society for many years. He has 
also contributed to the "Encyclo- 
pasdia Britanmca,” and Smith's 
" Dictionary of Christian Bio- 
graphy.” 

ARNOLD, Matthew, eldest son 
of the late Rev. Thomas Arnold, 
D D., head master of Rugby, bom 
December 24, 1822, at Laleham, 
near Staines, where Dr. Arnold 
then resided with his pupils, was 
educated at Winchester, Rugby, 
and BaUiol College, Oxford. He 
was elected Scholar in 1840, won the 
Newgate prize for English verse 
(subject "Cromwell”) in 1843, gra- 
duated in honours in 1844, and was 
elected a Fellow of Oriel College in 
1845. In 1847 the late Lord Lans- 
downe nominated him his private 
secretary, and he acted in that capa- 
city until his marriage in 1851 with 
the daughter of the late Mr. Justice 
Wightman, when he received an 
appointment as one of the Lay Li- 
spwtors of Schools, under the Com- 
mittee of Council on Education, a 
post which he stiH holds. In 1848 
the "Strayed Reveller, and other 
Poems,” signed "A.,” appeared, 
followed in 1853 by Empedocles 
on Etna, and other Poems,'^ sub- 
sequently acknowledged. Li 1864 


he published a volume of poems in 
his own name, consisting of new 
pieces and selections from the two 
previous volumes. This was fol- 
lowed by a second series, when the 
first two volumes were withdrawn 
from circulation. Mr. Arnold, who 
was elected Professor of Poetry at 
Oxford in 1857, published m 1858, 
"Merope,” a tragedy after the 
antique, with a preface, in which 
the principles of Greek teagedy are 
discussed, and in 1861, three Lec- 
tures "On Translating Homer,” 
which he had delivered before the 
University of Oxford, and m which 
he advocated the adoption of the 
English hexameter as the best 
equivalent to the Homeric rhythm. 
In the same year he published the 
records of the educational systems 
of France, Germany, and Holland, 
which he had previously submitted 
to the Government m the shape of 
a Report, having been sent, in 1859- 
60, as Foreign Assistant-Commis- 
sioner to the Commissioners ap- 
pointed to inquire into the state 
of popular education, to obtain 
further information respecting the 
various plans of education adopted 
in those countries. Mr. Arnold, 
who has contributed, both in prose 
and in verse, to periodical litera- 
ture, collected and published in 
1865 some of his prose contribu- 
tions, under the title of "Essays 
in Criticism.” Mr. Arnold again 
visited the Continent in 1865 to 
procure for the Royal Commission 
on Middle-Class Education infor- 
mation respecting foreign schools 
for the middle and upper classes, 
and published in 1867 a volume on 
this subject. In the same year he 
published Lectures on the Study 
of Celtic Literature,*” in 1868, 
New Poems ; ” in 1869, a collected 
edition of his poems, and " Culture 
and Anarchy, an Essay in Political 
and Social Criticism;” in 1870, 

' St. Paul and Protestantism, with 
an essay on Puritanism and the 
Church of England;” in 1871, 
Friendship's Garland ; being the 
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Conversations,Letters, and Opinions 
of the late Arminins, Baron von 
Thnnder-Ten-Tronckh j ” in IS'/S, 
'^Literature and Dogma ; an Essay 
towards a better Apprehension of 
the Bible ; and in 1877 " Last 
Essays on Chnrch and EeHgion/' 
In 1867 Mr. Arnold ceased to hold 
the Poetry Chair at Oxford; in 
•1869 he received the honorary de- 
gree of Doctor of Laws from the 
ITinversity of Edinburgh, and in 
1870 from his own University of 
Oxford. About the year 1876 the 
Order of Commander of the Crown 
of Italy was conferred on him 
by the King of Italy, in acknow- 
l^gment of his care of the young 
Duke of G-enoa, who lived in Mr. 
Arnold’s family while pursuing his 
studies in England. Mr. Arnold’s 
collected poems were re-printed 
in 1877, and ^ain in 1881 . He has 
edited selections from Isaiah, and 
from Wordsworth, Byron, Johnson 
and Burke. His latest work is a 
volume published in 1882, bearing 
the title of “Irish Essays and 
Others.” On June 14, 1882, Mr. 
Arnold delivered at Cambridge the 
annual Eede Lecture, his subject 
being “ Literature nd Science ” 
AEKOTT, James Monceieep, 
E E.S.,sonof thelateEobertArnott, 
Esq., of Chapel, in the county of 
Eife, was bom in 1794, received his 
education at the High School and 
University of Edinburgh, and there 
entered on the study of his profes- 
sion, which he subsequently pur- 
sued in London, Paris and Vienna. 
In 1817 he settled in London, was 
many years surgeon to the Mddle- 
sex Hospital, and was i^fessor of 
Surgery in King’s College, London. 
In 1840 he was appointed one of the 
Council of the Eoyal College of Sur- 
geons, and some years afterwards a 
member of the Court of Examiners 
of that body, of which he has been 
twice President. In 1860 he was 
elected representative of the College 
in the General Council of Medical 
Education and Eegistration of the 
United Kingdom. These appoint- 


ments he resigned in 1865, when he 
retired to his paternal estate in 
Eifeshire. His chief professional 
contributions were papers read to 
the Eoyal Medical and Chirurgical 
Society of London, and published 
(eight in number) in their Transac- 
tions. The most valuable was that 
on the “ Secondary effects of Inflam- 
mation of the Veins” (1829), in 
which Mr Arnott first directed at- 
tention to the very important sub- 
ject of Pysemia 

AEKOULD, Sib Joseph, eldest 
son of the late Joseph A^ould, 
M.D , of Whitecross, near Walling- 
ford, was born at Camberwell in 
1815, and educated at the Charter 
House, and at Wadham College, 
Oxford, where he gained the New- 
digate prize for English verse in 
1834, and graduated as a first-class 
in classics in 1836. He afterwards 
became Eellow of his college, was 
called to the bar at the Middle 
Temple in 1841, and went the Home 
circuit. Eor many years he was 
connected with the periodical press, 
and more especially with the J)a%ly 
News. He was appointed a puisne 
judge of the Supreme Court of 
Bombay, in 1859, when he received 
the honour of knighthood. In June, 
1862, he was re-appointed, under the 
new Act of Parliament, as Judge of 
the High Court of Judicature. On 
the expiration of his term of office in 
1869, the wealthy natives of Bom- 
bay, to mark the character of Sir 
Joseph Amould as a judge, espe- 
cially his desire to deal out even- 
handed justice without reference to 
caste or colour, resolved to institute 
a scholarship, which will bear his 
name, in the University of Bombay. 
He is the author of a “ Treatise on 
Marine Insurance,” and of a “Me- 
moir of Thomas, first Lord Denman, 
formerly Lord Chief Justice of 
England,” 2 vols., 1873, 

AETHTJE, Pbince. (See Coh- 
NAUGHT, Duke op.) 

A E T H U E, Chester Allan, 
twenty-first President of the United 
States, was bopn in Franklin County, 
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Vennontj October 5, 1830. His 
father was a Scotcliinan, and pastor 
of Baptist eburobes in Vermont 
and New York. After bis gradua- 
tion as B A. from Union College^ 
Mr Arthur studied law and began 
the practice (1850) in New York 
City, where he has since resided. 
Originally a Whig, he joined the 
Republican Party on its formation, 
and soon became a prominent leader 
in New York. At the outbreak of 
the civil war he was entrusted by 
Grov. Morgan with the arming and 
subsisting of the troops raised in 
New York, and was successively 
made Engineer-in-Chief, Inspector- 
G-eneral, and Quartermaster-Gene- 
ral, equipping and sending to the 
field sixty-eight regiments of in- 
fantry, six battahons and ten bat- 
teries in the space of four months. 
In 1871 he was appointed Collector 
of the port of New York City, which 
position he retained until 1878, when 
he was removed by President Hayes. 
WTien the dissensions arose in the 
Republican Party, Mr. Arthur 
placed himself on wbat is known as 
the “Stalwai’t” side. At the Na- 
tional Convention in Chicago in 
1880 the Anti-Stalwart wing was 
successful in preventing the nomi- 
nation of Gen Grant to the Presi- 
dency, and in securing that of Mr. 
Garfield. Mr. Arthur was then 
nominated as Vice-President in 
order that both wings of the Party 
might be represented on the ticket. 
The Republicans were successful in 
the ensuing election, and the assas- 
sination of President Garfield within 
six montiis of his inauguration by 
Charles^ J. Guiteau, raised Mr. 
Arthur to the Presidency, September 
19, 1881. 

ARTHUR, The Rev. WiiiLiA3si, 
Wesleyan minister, was bom in 
Ireland, 1819, and educated atHox- 
ton College. In 1839 he went to 
India, where he was engaged for 
some years in missionary work. He 
resid^ in Prance from 1846 to 1848, 
since which time he has held the 
office of Secretary to the Methodist 


Missionary Society Por some years 
Mr. Arthur was President of the 
Methodist College at Belfast, which 
office he vacated in 1871. He 
IS author of ^'A Mission to the 
Mysore, with scenes and facts illus- 
trative of India, its People, and its 
Religion” (1847); “The Successful 
Merchant: sketches of the life of 
33dr. Samuel Budgett” (1852) — this 
has been translated into Welsh; 
“The Tongue of Pire, or True Power 
of Christianity” (1856); “Italy in 
Transition: pubhe scenes and pri- 
vate opinions in the spring of 1860, 
illustrated by officii documents 
from the Papal archives of the re- 
volted Legations” (1860) ; and 
numerous pamphlets. 

ASHLEY, The Hon. Evelyn, 
M.P., is the second surviving son of 
the Earl of Shaftesbury, by his mar- 
riage with Lady Emily Cowper, 
eldest daughter of Peter Leopold, 
fifth Earl Cowper, and was born in 
July, 1836. He was educated at 
Harrow, and graduated M.A at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, in 1858. 
He was called to the bar at Lin- 
coln's Inn in Trmity term, 1863, and 
joined the Oxford circuit Mr. 
Ashley, who is a magistrate for 
Dorset and the county Shgo, unsuc- 
cessfully contested the Isle of Wight 
in Pebruary, 1874 ; he was, however, 
elected for Poole in May of the same 
year, and continued to represent 
that borough down to 1880, when he 
was elected for the Isle of Wight. 
Mr. Ashley was formerly private 
secretary to the late Lord Palmer- 
ston, and from 1863 to 1874 he was 
a Treasurer of County Courts. 
When the Liberals returned to 
power in April, 1880, Mr. Ashley 
was appointed Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Board of Trade, and in 
May, 1882, he was chosen by Mr. 
Gladstone to succeed Mr. Courtney 
in the office of Under-Secretary of 
State for the Colonies. He is also 
second Church Estates Commis- 
sioner. Mr. Ashley married in 1866 
SybeUa Charlotte, daughter of Sir 
Walter Rockliffe Farquhar, bart. 
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He is the author of the ‘^Life of 
Henry John Temple, Yiscount Pal- 
merston.” 

ASSOLLANT, Jean-Baptiste- 
Alpeed, a Prench author, horn at 
Aubusson Creuse in 1827, entered the 
Kormal School in 1847, and oLuitted 
it in 1850. After acting as Professor 
for some years, he left the university 
and visited the United States. On his 
return to Prance he contributed to 
the Revue des DeuxMondes an article 
upon "Walker and the Americans ; ’ 
and published two novels, "Acacia^ 
and “Les Butterfly.” In 1858 he 
published what he termed une fan- 
taisie am4r%cainef under^the title of 
"Scenes de la Yie des Etats-Ums.” 
In 1859 he published Deux Amis 
en 1792,” and "Brancasj” in 1860, 
La Mort de Roland ” and " Histoire 
fantastique du celebre Pierrot,*” in 
1861, "Les Aventures de Karl Brun- 
ner, docteur en th5ologie,” and 
*^Marcomrir, Bistoire d'un Etu- 
diant ; ” in 1862, " Jean Rosier,” and 
" Rose d’ Amour.” Many of his ro- 
mances appeared in La Presse, Le 
Journal four Tous, and other pe- 
riodicals. In consequence of the tone 
of some of his articles in the Coumer 
du Diniancliej that journal was sus- 
pended for two months in August, 
1864, and received a warning in 
March, 1865. M. AssoUant has col- 
lected his principal articles under 
the titles "D'Heure en Heure?” 
"Verite! Yerit5!” and "Pensees 
diverses. Impressions intimes. 
Opinions et Paradoxes de Cadet 
Bordiche.^' He also published two 
interesting pamphlets, Ceux qui 
Pensent encore ” in 1861-, " Ca- 
nonniers, k vos Pieces ! ” in 1862, and 
"Rachel,” a romance, in 1874. At 
the general election of 1869 he stood 
as a candidate for the fifth circon- 
scription of Paris, but only succeeded 
in polling ninety-three votes. 

ATHABASCA, Bishop op. (See 
Bompas, Be.) 

ATEIIl^SOIsr, The Rev. John 
Cheistopheb, was bom at Oold- 
hanger, in Essex, in 1814, and re- 
ceived his education at Relvedon, in | 


that county, and at St. John's Col- 
lege, Cambridge (BA. 1838). He 
was appointed vicar of Banby, in 
the North Riding of Yorkshire, and 
Bomestic Chapl^ to the late Yis- 
count Bowne in 1847, and Chaplain 
to the High Sheriff of Yorkshire in 
1851 . Mr. Atkmson is the author of 
"Walks, Talks, &o., of Two School- 
boys,” 1859; "Playhours and Half- 
holidays,” I860; "Sketches in 
Natural History,” 1861 ; "Eggs and 
Nests of British Birds,” 1861; " Stan- 
ton G-range ; or. Life at a Private 
Tutor's,” 1864; "A Glossary of the 
Cleveland Dialect,” 1868, "Lost, or 
What came of a Shp from Honour 
Bright,” 1869 , besides many papers 
on archsBological and philological 
subjects in the "Proceedings” of 
various learned societies For some 
time he was engaged on " The His- 
tory of Cleveland, Ancient and 
Modem,” partly published, and he 
has since edited the Chartularies of 
Whitby Abbey, in two volumes, for 
the Surtees Society, and is at pre- 
sent occupied with the Chartulary 
of Grevaulx Abbey, for the same 
senes. His last work has been "A 
Handbook of Ancient Whitby and 
its Abbey,” just published. 

ATLAY, The Right Rev. Jambs, 
B.B , Bishop of Hereford, was born 
at Wakerley, Northamptonshire, in 
1817, and after a preliminary train- 
ing at Grantham and Oakham 
Schools, entered St. John's College, 
Cambridge, where he obtained a 
fellowship. He was vicar of Mad- 
mgley, near Cambridge, from 1846 
to 1852; Queen's Preacher at the 
"lhapel Royal, Whitehall, from 1856 
to 1858. He occupied the position 
of senior tutor of his college at the 
time he was elected to the vicarage 
out of 38 candidates, by the trustees 
of the vicarage, who are 25 in 
number. This was in 1859, when 
the Rev. Br. Hook, the former 
vicar of Leeds, was appointed to 
the deanery of Chichester. Br. 
AiH&y was appointed a canon of 
Ripon in 1861 ; and in 1868 was* 
nominated by the Crown to the see 
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of Hereford^ in succession to Dr. 
Hampden. He married in 1859 
Prances Turner^ youngest daughter 
of Major William Martin^ of the 
Bengal army. 

AUCKLAHD^ Bishop op. {See 
CowiB.) 

ATJDll'FEBT-PASQTJIEa, 
Edmb Armand G-aston, Duo d% a 
Prench politician, born in 1818 
His father, the Comte d’Audrffret, 
under the Restoration, was Director 
of Customs, Director of the National 
Debt, Councillor of State, and after- 
wards Receiver - General. His 
uncle, the Marquis d'Audiffret, was 
a Peer of Prance and President of 
the Cour des Comptes. The name 
of d’Audiffiret is that of an old 
family of Dauphine, and their 
armorial bearings were to be seen 
in the Crusades. The Comte d'Au- 
diffret, father of the present Duke, 
married the daughter of M Pas- 
quier, Director-General of the 
Tobacco Manufactories, and brother 
of the Chancellor Pasquier. It is 
from the latter, who died without 
issue, and who had adopted him in 
18-14, that the subject of this me- 
moir derives his ducal title. In 
1815 young d’Audiffret, scarcely 22 
years old, entered the Council of 
State as Auditor, and married Made- 
moiselle Pontenilliat, daughter of 
the Receiver-General of the Gi- 
ronde. At this time he aspired to 
a brilliant success in the career 
which the Council of State offered, 
and for which his previous studies, 
the traditions of his family, and 
hm position in society weE fitted 
him and could lead him to the 
highest position in the State. But 
bitter griefs were in store for hiTn 
to crush his hopes. First there 
was the Revolution of 18-18, and 
then successive famEy afSictions 
deprived him of his children and 
induced him to wish for a retired 
life. Shortly afterwards M. d’Au- 
diffret went to live in Normandy on 
an estate which belonged to him. 
Here he passed 20 years of his life, 
occupied with agriculture and with 


poEtical studies, in the midst of his 
books, the old library of the d'Au- 
diffret family being one of the most 
complete Eterary coUections which 
any individual could possess. 
Sometimes he abandoned his pur- 
suits to engage in electoral strug- 
gles with the will of a man who 
feels he is an orator and who wishes 
to serve his country on the broadest 
stage. Thus in 1858 he presented 
himseE for election to the Council- 
General, and in 1866 and 1869 to 
the Corps Legislatif. On every 
occasion the battle was stoutly con- 
tested, Victorious the first time, 
the candidate was beaten on the 
two other occasions by the efforts of 
official pressure. Afto the faE of 
the Empire he was elected to the 
National Assembly in the Conserva- 
tive interest by the Department of 
the Ome (Peb. 8, 1871). He voted 
with the Right Centre. He was 
nominated president of the commis- 
sion on purchases, and in this 
capacity acquired sudden renown 
by the masterly way in which he 
encountered in debate M. Rouher, 
the champion of the faUen dynasty. 
By his eloquence he soon acquired 
a great and strong position in the 
Assembly. He was one of the prm- 
cipal originators of the downfall of 
M. Thiers, but he had assumed an 
attitude which would not permit of 
his being included iu a Ministry of 
which Bonapartists were members. 
After the check given to the pro- 
posed Monarchical Restoration, the 
Duke, as President of the Itight 
Centre, was among those who sup- 
ported the Septennat^, and who 
powerfuUy contributed, in conjunc- 
tion with his brother-in-law, M. 
Casimir Perier, to the solution of 
Peb. 25, 1875. He had always dis- 
tinguished between the RepubEc 
and RadicaEsm, and from the mo- 
ment when he saw himself con- 
deumed to renounce that Constitu- 
tional Monarchy which had been 
the hope and dream of his Efe, he 
preferred the RepubEc. On the 
formation of the Buffet Ministry, 
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he was elected President of the 
National Assembly. On Dec. 9, 
1875, the Due d'Audiffret-Pasquier 
who, a few days previously, had 
joined the Left Centre, was the first 
person elected a Life Senator by 
the Assembly, by a ma j ority amount- 
ing to four-fifiSis of all the votes 
recorded. In the sittiug of March 
13, 1876, he was elected President 
of the Senate. He continued to 
hold that office till Jan. 1879, after 
the Senatorial elections, which gave 
the Eepublicans a majority in the 
Upper Chamber. On Dec 26, 1878, 
he was elected to the seat in the 
Prench Academy lately filled by 
Mgr. Dupanloup. Of the 27 
members present 22 voted for him, 
and 5 abstained from voting. 

AUDISIO, Gtjglielmo, a Pied- 
montese ecclesiastical writer, was 
at Bra in 1802, and educated 
in the University of Turin. After 
having filled the chair of Professor 
of Philosophy there for four years, 
he was appointed Professor of 
Theology and Canon Law at the 
Eoyal Academy of Superga. In 
18^ he was admitted mto the 
Legal Faculty of the University of 
Eome, where, up to 1872, he was 
Professor of Public and Private 
Jurisprudence, and the Philosophy 
of Eight His work, ''Lessons of 
Sacred Eloquence,” went through 
five Italian editions and one French 
translation. Another work, " Intro- 
duction to Ecclesiastical Studies,” 
was repeated in three Italian 
editions, and three of foreign 
languages (Flemish, French, and 
German). "The Private and Pub- 
lic Bases of the Natural Law had 
two Italian editions. Another 
work, " On the Moral and Physical 
Education of the Clergy,^' was 
translated into French. He is also 
author of " The Public Eight of the 
Church and of Christian People,^^ 
3 vols. j "The Eational Idea of 
Ecclesiastical Diplomacy ; " Civil 

and Eeligious History of the Popes,^’ 
5 vols. ; " On Political and Eehgious 
Societies in the 19th Century 


(Florence, 1876) The venerable 
theologian now resides at Eome. 

AUEESPEEG (Prince), Adolph 
Wilhelm Daniel, an Austrian 
statesman, son of il^ince Wilhelm 
Auersperg, was bom July 21, 1821, 
and began life as a soldier, entering 
the service at an early age, and con- 
tinuing in it as a major in the 
Prince Eugene Dragoons up to a 
comparatively recent date. His 
name was definitely struck from the 
Aj^my List only in the spring of 
1870, on his appointment to the 
governorship of Salzburg. The 
Minister's pohtieal career com- 
menced in February, 1867, when he 
was returned as member of the 
Bohemian Diet by the landed inte- 
rest of that province. Ten months 
later, on Count Hartig^s resigna- 
tion, he was appointed President of 
the Bohemian Diet (Oberstland 
Marschall), continuing in that office 
till 1870, and distinguishing him- 
self by competent and energetic 
administration, siding, however, 
strongly with the Germans In 
January, 1869, he was nominated 
life member of the Upper Chamber, 
in the discussions of which he has 
since taken a conspicuous part His 
appointment to the governorship of 
Salzburg (March 17, 1870) caused 
great dissatisfaction to the allied 
party of federalists and clericals, 
who emphatically demanded his 
dismissal. Throi^hout his term of 
office he has remained strictly faith- 
ful to the Constitution, and opposed 
even the slightest deviation from 
the established laws. He was ap- 
pointed President of the Austrian 
Ministry on the retirement of Count 
Beust, Nov. 25, 1871. The Cabinet 
of Prince Auersperg, after many 
fruitless attempts to secure a work- 
mg majority in the Eeichsrath, gave 
up the task, and the Lower House 
was dissolved on May 22, 1879. The 
German Constitutional Party, of 
which this Cabinet was the repre- 
sentative, and which had almost 
uninterruptedly been in power for 
twelve years, had split up into fao- 
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tionsj owing chiefly to strong differ- 
ences of opinion among its members 
as to the pohcy of the G-overnment 
with regard to the Eastern Ques- 
tion^ and the maintenance of the 
Army establishment , and it was 
found impossible to reunite them. 
Under these ciccnmstances an ap- 
peal to the country was imperative, 
and arrangements were at once 
made for a general election. As 
soon as the result of the elections 
was known Prmce Auersperg^s 
Ministry resigned, and on Aug. 13 
Count Taafe, the late Minister of 
the Interior, was charged with the 
formation of a new Cabinet. 

AUEErECHT, Theodor, LL.D., 
M.A., an orientalist, bom at Lesch- 
nitz, Silesia, Jan. 7, 1822, and edu- 
cated in the University of Berlm. 
He was appointed Professor of 
Sanscrit and Comparative Philo- 
logy in the University of Edin- 
burgh m 1862. On April 21, 1875, 
that university conferred on him 
the degree of LL.D., and shortly 
afterwards he left Scotland for 
Bonn, where he had been appointed 
Professor of Sanscrit. Professor 
Aufrecht has published “A Com- 
plete Glossary to the Rig Yeda, 
with constant reference to the At- 
harvaVeda;” ^‘De Accentu Com- 
positorum Sanscritorum,^’ Bonn, 
1847 ; “Halayudha's Abhidhanarat- 
namala ; a Sanscrit Yocabulary, 
edited with a Complete Sanscrit- 
English Glossary;^' ^'The Hynms 
of the Rig Yeda, transcribed into 
English Letters,” 2 vols., Berlin ; 

Ujjvaladatta^s Commentary, 
the Unadlstras,” from a manuscript 
in the Library of the East India 
House (Lond., 1859). 

AUGIER, Guillaume Yictor 
Emxle, dramatic poet, born at 
Yalance (D6me), Sept. 17, 1820, 
and destined for the bar, soon, 
however, devoted his attention to 
litoature. His first piece, ^^La 
Cigue,” a two-act drama, in verse, 
refused in 1844 by the directors of 
the Th^itre Pran 9 ats, on account of 
the youth of the author — ^he was 


only twenty-four — was received at 
the Odeon. The directors of the 
ThMtre Pran^ais, made aware of 
their mistake (1845), admitted “ La 
Cigue into its repertory, and it is 
still played with success. In 1849 
appeared Gabrielle,” which gained 
the Monthyon prize from the 
Academy. ''Le Gendre de M. 
Poirier,^^ a comedy, written in con- 
junction with M. Jules Sandeau, 
appeared in 1853 , and in the same 
year "Le Mariage d'Olympe,” a 
drama in three acts. In 1858 ho 
published a collection of Poesies,” 
containing some pretty idyls 
Among his later works are ^‘^Les 
Effront^s,” 1861,* "Le Pils de 
Giboyer,” 1862 , " Maitre Guerin,” 
a comedy in five acts, Paul 
Porestier,” a comedy in four acts, 
" Les Lions et les Renards,” 1871 ; 
'^Jean de Thomeray,” written in 
conjimction with M Jules Sandeau, 
1873 , Madame Caverlet,” 1876 ; 
'' Le Prix Martin,” 1876 , " Made- 
moiselle de la Reynie,” 1876 , and 
^^Les Fourchambault,” performed 
at the Thedtre Pran^ais, April 8, 
1878 M. Augier has been called 
the "poet of good sense,” m contra- 
distinction to some of his ^ contem- 
poraries. He was elected to suc- 
ceed M Salvandy in the French 
Academy, Jan. 28, 1858, received 
the Legion of Honour in 1850, was 
made Grand Officer June 19, 1858, 
and Commander Aug. 15, 1868. 

AUMALE (Due d"), Henri-Eu- 
GENE-PhILIPPE-LouIS D'ORLflANS, 
prince of the family of Orleans, 
bom in Paris, Jan. 16, 1822, the 
fourth son of the late king Louis- 
PhiUppe and his queen Marie- 
Amehe, was educated, like his 
brothers, in the College Henri lY., 
and at the age of seventeen entered 
the army. In 1840 he accompanied 
his brother, the Duke of Orleans, 
to Algeria, took part in the cam- 
paign which followed, returning to 
Prance in 1841, and he completed 
his military education at Courbe- 
voie Prom 1842 to 1843 he was 
again in Algeria, where, at the 
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head of the subdivision of Medeah^ 
he conducted one of the most bril- 
liant campaigns of the war^ cap- 
turing the camp and all the corre- 
spondence of Abd-el-Kader, to- 
gether with 3j600 prisoners and an 
immense treasure, for which ser- 
vice he was made a lieutenant- 
general, and appointed to the com- 
mand of the province of Constan- 
tine. In 1844 he directed the ex- 
pedition against Biskarah, and in 
the same year married Marie Caro- 
line Auguste de Bourbon, daughter 
of Prince Leopold of Salerno, who 
was bom April 26, 1S22. (She died 
at Twickenham, f)ee. 6, 1869.) In 
1847 the duke succeeded Marshal 
Bugeaud as C-ovemor-G-eneral of 
Algeria, which position he filled 
upon the surrender of Abd-el-Kader 
to the French authorities. On re- 
ceiving the news of the revolution 
of Feb., 1848, he resigned his 
command to Ceneral Cavaignac, 
and joined the ex-royal family in 
England. With his brother, the 
Prince de Joinville, he protested 
against the decree banishing his 
family from France, and afterwards 
resided chiefly in England, devot- 
ing himself to literary pursuits. 
At the commencement of 1861, a 
pamphlet, addressed by him to 
Priace Napoleon Bonaparte, ex- 
cited great sensation, and led to a 
species of political persecution by 
the French authorities, who con- 
demned the printer and publisher 
of it to fine and imprisonment, 
which sentence was appealed 
against. The duke challenged 
Prince Napoleon, whose refusal to 
meet him excited great indignation 
in Prance. The same year the 
Literary Fund of London invited 
the duke to preside at their annual 
dinner, on which occasion his 
speech also excited attention. The 
Buc dAumale, who, as heir of the 
great house of Cond4, possesses an 
ample fortune, in addition to a 
beautiful seat on the banks of the 
Th am es, near Twickenham, owns a 
fine estate in Worcestershire, where | 


he formerly occupied his time as a 
practical agriculturist. Shortly be- 
fore the elections for the National 
Assembly on Feb. 8, 1871, the Duo 
d^Aumale, who, during the Franco- 
Q-erman war, had in vain sought 
permission to serve in the French 
army, addressed from London a 
proclamation to the electors of the 
Department of the Oise, in which, 
while declaring his preference for a 
constitutional monarchy, he stated 
his willingness to bow to the na- 
tional will, if a Liberal Eepublic 
were adopted as the form of go- 
vernment. His candidature was 
successful, but he did not return to 
France imtil after the law banish- 
ing the members of the Orleans 
family was repealed on June 8. 
His election was confirmed the 
same day, but in consequence of an 
underst^ding between him and 
M. Thiers, he did not take his seat 
in the Assembly until Dec. 19, 
1871 Previously to this, in Oct., 
1871, he had been chosen President 
of the Council-G-eneral of the Oise. 
He was elected a member of the 
French Academy, Dec. 30, 1871, by 
27 votes against 1, in succession to 
the illustrious Montalembert The 
Due d^Aumale was nominated a 
G-eneral of Division, Mar. 10, 1872, 
and in this capacity he presided 
over the Council of War before 
which Marshal Bazaine was ar- 
raigned. At the elections for the 
Assembly in Feb., 1876, the Due 
d'Aumale declined to come forward 
again as a candidate in order that 
he imght devote his undivided at- 
tention to the military division of 
which the command had been en- 
trusted to him. The first two vol- 
umes of his " Histoire des Princes 
de la Maison de Conde,"' appeared 
in 1869, and were translated into 
English by Mr Eobert Brown- 
Borthwick, under the title of His- 
tory of the Princes de Con<i6 in the 
Sixbeenth and Seventeenth Cen- 
turies,” 2 vols., 1871. The Due 
d'Aumale was elected a member of 
the Academy of Fine Arts, Feb. 14^ 
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1880. His eldest son, Louis- 
Philippe-Marie-Leopold d'Orl^ans, 
Prince de Conde, born in 1845, 
died in June, 1866. His second 
son, Fran^ois-Louis-Marie-Pbilippe 
dUrleans, Duke of Cruise, was born 
at Twickenham, Jan. 5, 1854, and 
died in France, July 25, 1872. 

AUSTIN, AxPBBn, poet, critic, 
and journalist, bom at Headingley, 
near Leeds, May 30, 1835. Hus 
father was a merchant in Leeds, and 
his mother was the sister of Joseph 
Locke, the eminent civil engineer. 
Both his parents being Catholics, 
he was sent to Stonyhurst College, 
and afterwards to St. Mary’s Col- 
lege, Oscott, From Oseott he took 
his degree at the University of 
London in 1853, and in 1857 he was 
called to the bar at the Inner 
Temple. It is imderstood that Mr. 
Ausiun has abandoned the faith m 
which he was brought up As he 
failed to obtain practice at the bar, 
he took to literary pursuits, and 
published anonymously a poem en- 
titled "Eandolph” His first ac- 
knowledged volume of verse, " The 
Season, a Satire,” appeared in 1861, 
and was very severely criticised. 
Mr, Austin replied to his critics in 
a poem now suppressed, entitled 
^^My Satire and ite Censors,” 1861. 
A third and revised edition of The 
Season” appeared in 1869. His 
other poetical productions are : — 
" The Human Tragedy ; a Poem,” 
1862, republished in an amended 
form 1876; ^‘^The Golden Age*, a 
Satire,” 1871 ; ^'Interludes,” 1872; 
" Eome or Death I ” 1873 , " Ma- 
donna’s Child,” 1873 ; " The Tower 
of Babel,” a drama, 1874 ; " Leszko 
the Basted : a Tale of Polish Grief,” 
1877 ; and " Savonarola,” a tragedy, 
1881. He has published three 
novels: — "Five Tears of it,” 1858 ; 
"An Artist’s Proof,” 1864; and 
" Won by a Head,” 1866 ; also " The 
Poetry of the Period,” reprinted 
from Temjple Bar, 1870; and "A 
Yindication of Lord Byron,” 1869, 
occasioned by Mrs. Stowe’s ar^cle, 
" The True Story of Lord Byron’s 


Life.” Mr. Austin is an ardent 
advocate of the policy of the Con- 
servative party, and has made two 
unsuccessful attempts to enter Par- 
liament, for Taunton in 1865, and 
for Dewsbury in 1880 He has 
written much for the Standard 
newspaper and for the Quarterly 
Review. During the sittings of the 
(Ecumenical Council of the Vatican 
he represented the Standard at 
Pome, and he was a special corre- 
spondent of that journal at the 
headquarters of the Bling of Prussia 
in the Franco-German war. His 
political writings include "Russia 
before Europe,” 1876 ; " Tory Hor- 
rors,” 1876, a reply to Mr. Glad- 
stone’s " Bulgarian Horrors ” ; and 
"England’s Policy and Peril* a 
letter to the Earl of Beaconsfield,” 
1877. He has now in the press a 
volume of lyrical poems, entitled 
" Soliloquies in Song.” It is stated 
that he is to be the editor of the 
new Conservative monthly maga- 
zine. Mr. Austin resides at Swin- 
ford House, Ashford, Kent, and is a 
deputy-lieutenant for the county of 
Hereford

BABINGTON, Charles Car- 
dale, M.A., F.R S., F.S.A., F.L.S., 
F.G S., son of the late Rev. Joseph 
Babm^on, M A., and grandson of 
Thomas Babington, Esq., of Rothley 
Temple, Leicestershire, was born at 
Ludlow in 1808, and educated at 
St. John’s College, Cambridge (B A. 
1830; M.A. 1833). He is Professor 
of Botany in the University of Cam- 
bridge, and he was elected to a pro- 
fessorial fellowship at St. John’s 
College in Oct. 1882. Mr. Babing- 
ton is well known as a naturalist, 
and has published " Flora Bathoni- 
ensis,” " The Flora of the Channel 
Islands,” a "Manual of British 
Botany,” which has passed through 
eight editions, " Flora of Cambridge- 
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shire,” "The British Euhi,” also 
many hotanical articles in the scien- 
tific journals. In addition to these 
works, Mr. Bahingtonhas published 
"A History of the Chapel of St 
John^s College, Cambridge,” 1874; 
and has contributed " Ancient Cam- 
bridgeshire,” and other papers, to 
the publications of the Cambridge 
Antiquarian and other societies. 

BABINGTOIT, The Eey. Chtjech- 
HiLL, B.D , B.L S., V.P.E,S.L., son 
of the late Eev. Matthew Drake 
Babington, rural dean of Ackley, 
Leicestershire, was born in 1821, 
and took a first class in classical 
honours in 1843, at St. Joints Col- 
lege, Cambridge, of which he was a 
Pellow from 1846 to 1867, being 
elected to an honorary fellowship in 
1880. He held the Chapeby of 
Homingsea, Cambridgeshire, from 
1848 to 1861, was Disney Professor 
of Archaeology from 1865 to 1880, 
and was presented by his coEege to 
the rectory of Cockfield, in Suffolk, 
in 1866. He wrote the Hulsean 
Prize Essay in 1846, on " The In- 
fluence of Christianity in promoting 
the Abolition of Slavery in Europe,” 
and controverted, in a separate pub- 
hcation, in 1849, some of Macaulay’s 
statements in reference to the clergy 
of the seventeenth centuiy ; and in 
1865 published his introductory 
Lecture on Ai’chaeology, dehvered 
before the University of Cambridge. 
He has edited, from MSS recently 
discovered, "The Oration of Hyperi- 
des, against Demosthenes,” "The 
Orations of Hyperides for Lyco- 
phron and Euxenippus,” The 
Euneral Oration of Hyperides,” and 
" Bishop Pecock’s Eepressor ; ” also 

Higden’s Polychronicon ” (with 
two ancient English versions), in 
the series of English historical 
works which have been brought out 
under the authority of her Majesty’s 
Government. He reprinted, in fac- 
simile, with an introduction, the 
" Beneficio di Cristo.” Dr. Babirg- 
ton is the author of the classical 
portion of the catalogue of MSS. 
belonging to the University Library 


at Cambridge, of annotated cata- 
logues of the Greek and Enghsh 
coins exhibited in the Fitzwilham 
Museum ; and has contributed 
largely on subjects connected with 
natural history to Sir W. Hooker’s 
" Journal of Botany,” " The Botan- 
ist’s Guide to England and Wales,” 
&c. ; wrote the Ornithology, and, 
jointly with the Eev. A. Bloxam, 
the Botany for Potter’s "ELstory 
of Chamwood Forest,” and the 
Lichens for Hooker’s " Flora of N'ew 
Zealand,” and " Flora of Tasmania ” 
Contributions from his pen will be 
foimd m the "Cambridge Journal 
of Classical and Sacred Philology,” 
in the " Transactions of the Eoyal 
Society of Literature,” in the pub- 
lications of the Cambridge Anti- 
quarian Society, in the "Proceed- 
ings of the Suffolk Institute of 
Archaeology and Natural History,” 
in the "Numismatic Chronicle,” 
and in Smith and Cheetham’s " Dic- 
tionary of Christian Antiquities.” 
He was a pubhc Examiner at Cam- 
bridge in Theology in 1857-8, and in 
Natural Science in 1863-4; was 
elected Corresponding Fellow of the 
Hrstorico- Theological Society of 
Leipsig, and of the Archaeological 
Society of Eome ; and has, at various 
times, been a member of the Council 
of the Eoyal Society of Literature, 
and of the Numismatic Society 
BACON, Snt James, is the eldest 
son of the late Mr. James Bacon, 
barrister-at-law, of the Middle 
Temple. He was bom in 1798. He 
was called to the bar at Gray’s Inn 
in 1827, and afterwards became a 
member of Lincoln’s Inn, of which 
he is a bencher. He obtained a silk 
gown in 1846, and in 1868, on the 
death of Mr. Commissioner Goul- 
bum, was appointed Commissioner 
of Bankruptcy for the London Dis- 
trict, and continued to hold that 
office till Dec 31, 1869, when he was 
appointed Chief Judge in Bank- 
ruptcy. ^ In Aug. 1870, he succeeded 
to the Yice-Chancellorship vacated 
by Sir William Milboume James on 
his appointment as Lord Justice of 
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Appeal ; and on Jan. 14, 1871, He 
received tHe Honour of knigHtHood 

BADEN, Grand Duke oe See 
Eeederick William Louis. 

BADGES, The Ebv. Georoe 
Percy, D.C L., was bom at Chelms- 
ford, Essex, in April, 1815. His 
youth was passed at Malta, and His 
perfect knowledge of the Maltese 
dialect, which he subsequently en- 
deavom’ed to reduce to writing, as 
a medium of popular education, laid 
the foundation of his love of Arabic. 
The greater part of the years 1835- 
3C he spent at Bairut, where he 
applied himself diligently to his 
favourite study, and to making him- 
self familiar with all classes of the 
people, as well in Palestine as in 
Sy^a ; and on this occasion he 
visited the Euphrates Expedition 
at Birejik, on the Euphrates, under 
the command of the late General 
Chesney. On his return to Malta 
he was associated with Ahmad 
Paris, Effendi, m the editorial de- 
department of the Church Mis- 
sionary Society. At this period, 
too, he published a "Guide to Malta 
and Gozo,^' and several works on 
Dniversity and Normal School edu- 
cation. In his leisure hours he 
studied theology and Hebrew. He 
returned to England in 1841 and 
took holy orders in the following 
year. E&s intimate knowledge of 
the East led to his being selected by 
the then Primate and the Bishop of 
London as delegate to the Eastern 
Churches, and more especially to 
the Nestorians of Kurdist^. His 
zeal and devotion in this capacity 
won for him the esteem of the 
Patriarch Mar Shimhu and his peo- 
ple, as also of the S;pians and 
Chaldeans of Mesopotamia. During 
this visit he discovered the j&rst 
cuneiform slab at Nimrud, which 
paved the way for Mr. Layard’s 
subsequent successful excavation of 
that mound. He revisited these 
scenes in 1849, and in his work on 
“ The Ne^rians and their Eituals ” 
gave a history of that community, 
including a translation from the | 


Syriac of their principal Eituals. 
On his return to England, Mr. 
Badger was appointed Government 
chaplam on the Bombay Establish- 
ment, and he resided for a year or 
more, in this capacity, in the 
southern Mahratta country Next 
he was appointed chaplain at Aden, 
where he spent the remainder of his 
service, except when specially em- 
ployed by the Government, or ab- 
sent on sick leave When Sir J ames 
Outram was sent to Aden to reduce 
into order the complicated affairs of 
the Arabs of the surrounding dis- 
tricts, he availed himself largely of 
Mr. Badger’s knowledge of, and in- 
fluence with, the native chiefs, and 
he reported again and again to the 
Government of India how deeply he 
was indebted to that gentleman’s 
efficient co-operation It was Sir 
James Outram’s experience of Mr. 
Badger’s usefulness, that on his ap- 
pomtment as Commander-in-Chief 
to the Persian Expedition, in 1857, 
led to his request that Mr. Badger 
might be appointed Staff Chaplain 
and Arabic Interpreter to the force, 
which "latter designation,” as Sir 
James reported to the Government 
of India, "very inadequately de- 
scribes the important assistance 
which I have received from that 
gentieman, who, in conjunction with 
Captain (now Lieut .-General Sir 
Arnold) Kemball, carried on suc- 
cessfully all our written and most 
difficult communications with the 
Arab tribes.” Having shared with 
the force all the dangers of the 
campaign, Mr. Badger received the 
Persian War Medal. In 1860 he 
was appointed coadjutor to Sir W. 
Coglilan to settle the serious diffi- 
culties which had arisen between 
the Sayyid Thuwainy, who then 
ruled over Omdn, and the Sayyid 
M4jid, the then ruler of the East 
African possessions of their deceased 
father, the renowned Sayyid Sa’id. 
Mr. Badger returned to England in 
1861, and again accompanied Sir 
James Outram on an important visit 
to Egypt, In the following year 
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he retired from the service^ and de- 
voted himself mainly to literary 
pnr suits. In 1872 he was appointed 
confidential adviser to Sir Barbie 
Brere on his special mission to Zan- 
zihar. In recognition of his ser- 
vices, as well to the Church of Eng- 
land as to science, Mr. Badger was, 
in 1873, created a D.C.L. by the 
Archbishop of Canterbnry, and 
Boyal Letters Patent ; and two 
years later he was appointed to 
attend npon the Sultan of Zanzibar 
and suite during their visit to Eng- 
land. Among his numerous works 
are a " History of the Imlms and 
Sayyids of ^Omln" (for the Hakluyt 
Society), 1871 ; the " Travels of 
Ludovico di Yarthema in India and 
the East, A.n. 1503-8" (edited for 
the same Society), 1873, a work 
which obtained for him the dignity 
of Knight Commander of the Crown 
of Italy; and an '' Enghsh-Arabic 
Lexicon," published in 1881, which 
has been Hghly eulogised by the 
press in the and West. Br. 
Badger, who is described in the 
Times as " one of the highest living 
authorities on the Arabic-speaking 
peoples,'^ has also published sever^ 
reviews of important works on 
Isldm, and has recently taken a 
prominent part in the hterature 
connected with the Egyptian crisis. 
In 1880 he was created a Companion 
of the dleaming Star by H. H the 
Sultan of Zanzibar. 

BAaCALLAY, The Bight Hon. 
Sib Bichabd, eldest son of the late 
Mr. Richard Baggallay, of King- 
thorpe House, Upper Tooting, was 
born at Stoe^eU, Surrey, May 13, 
1816, and educated at Caius College, 
Cambridge, where he graduated 
B.A. in 1839 as 14th wrangler, pro- 
ceeded M. A. in 1842, and gained the 
Franklin Fellowship at Ms college 
In 1841 he was called to the bar at 
Lincohi-'s Inn. Having acquired an 
extensive practice at the Equity 
bar, he was in 1861 appointed one 
of Her Majesty's Counsel. For 
several years he was counsel to the 
University of Cambridge (1869-76). | 


He also became a bencher of his 
Inn, and a magistrate for the 
county of Surrey. At the general 
election m July, 1865, he was re- 
turned to the House of Commons 
in the Conservative interest, though 
he declared himself to be in favour 
of extending the franchise to those 
whose position and intelhgence 
afforded a suf6.cient guarantee for 
its proper exercise. He held for a 
short time the post of Sohcitor- 
Q-eneral in the administration of 
Mr. Disraeli, viz., from Sept, to 
Dec. 1868, when he received the 
honour of knighthood. Sir Richard 
was an unsuccessful candidate for 
the representation of Hereford at 
the general election of Dec. 1868, 
and he remained out of Parliament 
till Oct. 1870, when he was chosen 
member for Mid-Surrey. At the 
general election of Feb. 1874 he 
was again returned by the same 
constituency, and two months later 
he succeeded Sir John Karslake as 
Attomey-G-eneral in Mr. Disraeli's 
administration. On the Judicature 
Act coming into operation in Nov. 
1875, he was appointed a Judge of 
the Court of Appeal and a member 
of the Privy Council. 

BAQ-SHAWE, The Right Rev. 
Edward Gilpin, D.D., Roman Ca- 
tholic Bishop of Nottingham, is the 
son of the late Mr. H. R. Bagshawe, 
Q.C., and brother of Mr. G. H. Bag- 
shawe, both distinguished members 
of the Chancery bar. He was born 
Jan. 12, 1829, and entered in 1838 
St. Mary's College, Oscott, where 
he remained ten years. He joined 
the congregation of the Oratory in 
Oct. 1849, received the habit on the 
21st of Nov. in that year, and was 
ordained a priest March 6, 1852. 
On Dr. Roskell resigning the 
bishopric of Nottingham, Dr. Bag- 
shawe was nominated Ms successor. 
His consecration was solemnized at 
the Oratory, Brompton, Nov. 12, 
1874. 

BAILEY, The Rev. Henry, 
D.D., late Warden of St. Augus- 
tine's College, Canterbury, and 
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Honorary Canon of Canterbury 
Cathedral, is a son of the late Eev. 
Henry Ives Bailey, vicar of North 
Leverton, Notts, and aul^or of 
"The Liturgy compared with the 
Bible/’ He was bom in 1815, and 
educated at St. John’s College 
Cambridge, where he graduated 
B.A. in 1839, and obt^ed the 
Crosse and the Tyrwhitt University 
Scholarships. He became Fellow 
of his coUege, and Hebrew Lec- 
turer j and graduated M.A. in 
1842,- B.D. in 1849,- and D.D. in 
1870. In 1850 he was appointed 
Warden of St. Augustine’s Mis- 
sionary College, Canterbury, in suc- 
cession to Bishop Coleridge. This 
post he held tiH the close of the 
year 1877, when he was presented 
by the A^bishop of Canterbury 
to the vicarage of West Tarring, 
Worthing. Dr. Bailey is the author 
of " Eituale Anglo-Catholicum ” 
(1847) j “The Missionary’s Daily 
Text Book;” and other works. 
Bishop Blomfield, in 1851, ap- 
pointed him Secretary to the So- 
ciety for advancing the Christian 
Faith in the West Indies and in 
Mauritius. 

BAILEY, John Eglinoton, 
F.S.A., bom Feb. 13, 1840, at Edg- 
baston, near Birmingham, was edu- 
cated at Boteler’s Free Grammar 
School, Warrington, and Owens 
College, Manchester. For many 
years he has been connected with 
the Manchester branch of the large 
mercantile firm of Messrs. Eafii 
Brothers. In 1876 he was ap- 
pointed a member of the Coxmcil of 
the Chetham Society, and is nowits 
secretary. Mr. Bailey has pub- 
lished “ The Life of Thomas Fuller, 
D.D., with Notices of his Books, 
his Kinsmen, and his Friends,” 
1874 ; a coUeetion of Dr. Fuller’s 
“Sermons,” a “Mepioir of Henry 
Clarke,” 1877 ; and “Inventories of 
Church Goods of Lancashire, 1552 ” 
(for the Chetham Society), 1878. 
Amongst other tracts he has edited 
the “ Manchester al Mondo ” of the 
first Earl of Manchester (1638)* | 


He has also contributed a large 
number of papers to local and other 
journals, relating to biography, 
history, and bibliography, and 
mostly connected with Lancashire 
and Cheshire. The “ Bibhograph- 
ical History of Shorthand,” per- 
haps his most interesting work, 
still remains in MS. In 1881 Mr. 
Bailey established The Palatine 
Note-JBooh, an illustrated monthly 
antiquarian and bibliographical 
journal, circulating in Lancashire, 
Cheshire, and the North of Eng- 
land, which has been called the 
Notes and Queries of that dis- 
trict. It has contained a memoir 
of Dr. John Ferriar, and several 
other papers from his pen. 

BAILEY, Philip James, son of 
Thomas Bailey, author of the “An- 
nals of Notts,” who died in 1856, 
was born at Nottingham, April 22, 
1816 Having been educated at 
various schools in his native town, 
he in 1831 matriculated at the Uni- 
versity of Glasgow, where he studied 
for two sessions under Professors 
Buchanan, Sir D. K. Sandford, 
Thomson, and Milne. In 1833 he 
began to study the law, was ad- 
mitted a member of Lincoln’s Inn 
in 1835, and called to the bar in 
1840. Having little inclination for 
legal pursuits, Mr. Bailey before 
this time had carried on an exten- 
sive and varied course of reading 
in the libraries of the British 
Museum and Lincoln’s Inn, as well 
as in the privacy of home. He was 
accustomed to the composition of 
verse from early years. “ Festus,” 
conceived and planned originally in 
1836, and published in 1839, was 
well received in this country and 
in America, where it has passed 
through very many editions. It 
reached its eighth edition in this 
country in 1868. “The Angel 
World,” a poem afterwards incor- 
porated with “ Festus,” appeared in 
1850 ; another poem, “ The Mystic,” 
in 1865 ; The Age,” a satire, in 
1858 ; and “ The Universal Hymn,” 
in 1867* 
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BAIN, Alexander, LLD., ’born 
at Aberdeen m 1818, entered Maris- 
cbal College in 1836, where he 
took the degree of M.A. in 1840.’ 
From 1841 to 1844 he taT:^ht, as 
deputy, the class of Moral Philo- 
sophy in Marischal College ; from 
1844 to 1845, the Natural Philo- 
sophy Class. In 1845 he was 
elected Professor of Natural Philo- 
sophy in the Anderaonian Univer- 
sity, G-lasgow, but retired at the 
end of a year. In 1847 he was 
appointed by the Metropolitan 
Sanitary Commissioners their As- 
sistant-Secretary, and in 1848 
became Assistant-Secretary to the 
General * Board of Health, which 
post he resigned in 1850. Prom 
1857 to 1862 he was E xamin er in 
Logic and Moral Philosophy in the 
University of London. In 1858, 
1859, 1860, 1863, 1864, 1868, and 
1870, he acted as Examiner in 
Moral Science at the India Civil 
Service Examinations. In 1860 he 
was appointed, by the Crown, Pro- 
fessor of Logic in the University of 
Aberdeen. In 1864 he was re- 
elected Examiner in the University 
of London, and continued to hold 
that position till 1869 Has first 
literary production was an article, 
in 1840, in the Westminster Review, 
to which he contributed at various 
times. In 1847-8 he wrote text- 
books on Astronomy, Electricity, 
and Meteorology, in Messrs. Cham- 
bers’s school series, several of 
Chambers’s Papers for the 
People,” and the articles on Lan- 
guage, Logic, the Human Mind, 
and Ehetoric in the Information 
for the People.” In 1862 he pub- 
lished an edition of the ''Moral 
Philosophy of Paley,” with disser- 
tations and notes. "The Senses 
and the Intellect” appeared in 
1855, and " The Emotions and the 
WiU,” completing a systematic ex- 
position of the human mind, in 
1859. "The Study of Character, 
including an Estimate of Phreno- 
logy,” was published in 1861, an 
English Grammar in 1863, and 


I " Manual of English 'Composition 
' and Bhetoric ” in 1866. His more 
recent works are, " Mental and 
Moral Science,” 1868 , " Logic, 
Deductive and Inductive,” 1870; 
" Mind and Body , .Theories of their 
Eelation,” 1873 ; a collection of 
"The .Minor Works of George 
Grote, with Critical Eemarks on his 
Intellectual Characterj Writings, 
and Speeches,” 1873; "A Com- 
panion to the Higher English 
Grammar,” 1874, "Education as 
a Science,” 1879; "James Mill, a 
Biography,” and " John Stuart 
Mill, a Criticism, with Personal 
EeeoUections,” 1882 In 1880 
he retired from the Logic chair of 
Aberdeen University. In 1881 he 
was elected, by the students. Lord 
Eector of the Umversity 
BAINES, Sir Edward, second 
son of the late Edward Baines (re- 
presentative of the borough of 
Leeds in Parliament for seven 
years, 1834-41), and brother of the 
late Eight Hon M. T. Baines, M P., 
some time Chancellor of the Duchy 
of Lancaster, was born in 1800, and 
educated at the Protestant Dis- 
senters’ Grammar School, Man- 
chester. For many years he was 
associated with his father as editor 
and proprietor of the Leeds Mercury, 
one of the most influential Liberal 
organs in the North of England ; 
and he is the author of " The His- 
tory of the Cotton Manufacture,” 
"The Life of the late Edward 
Baines,” "A Visit to the Vaudois 
of Piedmont,” "The Woollen Ma- 
nufacture of England,” and other 
works bearing on the industrial 
process and commerce of the 
nation. Sir E. Baines, who is Pre- 
sident of the Yorkshire Union of 
Mechanics’ Institutes, was elected 
M.P, for Leeds in his brother’s 
place in 1869, but he lost his seat 
at the general election of Feb. 1874. 
In 1861 his attempt to introduce 
mto Parliament a biU to reduce 
the franchise in boroughs to .£6 
was defeated on a division by 2i5 
to 193 votes. In 1864 and 1865 the 
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measiire wai again rejected by tbe 
House of Commons. Mr. Baines 
was a member of tbe Schools In- 
quiry Commission (1863 to 1868), 
and a supporter of tbe Endowed 
Schools Act of .1869, and tbe Ele- 
mentary Education Act of 1870. 
As one of tbe leading Dissenting 
members, be took an active part in 
opposition to Church Rates and 
University Tests; and in supporting 
tbe Irish Church Disestablishment 
Bill. He was also a decided friend 
of the Repeal of the Corn Laws, 
and every measure of Eree Trade. 
In Dec. 1880, he received the honour' 
of knighthood. He is a Magistrate 
and Deputy - Lieutenant of the 
West Riding of Yorkshire. 

BAIRD, Spencer Eullerton, 
LL D., bom at Reading, Pennsyl- 
vania, Eeb. 3, 1823. He was edu- 
cated at Dickinson College, where 
he became Professor of Natural | 
Science in 1846. In 1855 he was 
appointed Assistant - Secretary to 
the Smithsonian Institution at 
Washington, and on the death of 
Professor Henry, in 1878, succeeded 
him as Secretary. He is editor and 
translator of the ^'Iconographic 
Encyclopaedia,” Hew York, 1831 j 
is author of various papers on 
zoology, and of reports on natural- 
history-coUections made by Cap- 
tains Stansbury and Marcy, and 
Lieutenant Gilliss, the United 
States and Mexican Boundary Sur- 
vey, and the Pacific Railroad Sur- 
vey. He has also published, m 
conjunction with JohnCassin, “The 
Birds of Horth America ” (2 vols., 
1860) ; and The Mammals of 
North America,” 1861, and in con- 
nection with Charles Girard, a 
“Catalogue of Serpents in North 
America,” 1862. In 1864 he com- 
menced a work upon the birds of 
the New World generally, under 
the title, “Review of American 
Birds in the Museum of the Smith- 
sonian Institution.” He has, for 
several years, been engaged in the 
preparation of a new account of the 
birds of North America, in which 


he is assisted by Dr. T. M Brewer, 
of Boston. In 1871 he was ap- 
pointed by the President, United 
‘States Commissioner of Eish and 
Fisheries, for the purpose of making 
inquiries into the causes of the 
decrease of the food fishes of the 
United States, and the methods of 
restoring them. He has published 
in various scientific periodicals, and 
in the reports, of the Smithsonian 
Institution, numerous papers upon 
the mammals, birds, and fishes 
of North America. He has also 
several years furnished to Harper^s 
Magazine, a monthly r^sumS of the 
progress of science, and prepared 
an annual volume describing the 
advances made in science during 
the year. . 

BAKER, Jo-HN Gilbert, F.R.S., 
E.L S., born at Guisborough, in 
Yorkshire, Jan. 1.3, 1834, and edu- 
cated at schools belonging to the 
Society of Friends at Ackworth and 
York; was appointed Assistant- 
Curator of the Herbarium of the 
Royal Gardens, Kew, in 1856, which 
ojffice he still holds. He was for 
many years Lecturer on Botany to 
the London Hospital ; and was for 
many years one of the assistant 
editors to Seenmnn^s Journal of 
Botany. Formerly Mr. Baker was 
Curator, and afterwards Secre- 
tary, of the London Botanical 
Exchange Club. His works on 
descriptive botany are as follows. 
—“Synopsis EiHcum,” a descrip- 
tive catalogue of all known ferns, 
with plates of the genera — a work 
planned and commenced by the late 
Sir W. Hooker, 1868, 2nd edit.

BAKEE, SiE Samhoel White, 
F.E.S., M.A., eldest son of the late 
Samu^ Baker, Esq., of Lypiatt 
Park, Gloucestershire, was born in 
London, June 8, 1821, and was edu- 
cated at a private school and in 
Germany. He married, in 1843, 
Henrietta, daughter of the Eev. 
Charles iVTartin. In 1847 he estab- 
lished an agricultxiral settlement 
and sanatorium at Newera EUia, in 
the mountains of Ceylon, at an 
altitude of 6200 feet above the sea 
level. At great personal cost he, 
together with his brother, conveyed 
emigrants from England, and the 
best breeds of cattle and sheep, to 
found the mountain colony. The 
impulse given by this adventure 
secured the assist^ce of the Colonial 
Office, and with the increasing 
prosperity of Ceylon, Newera EUia 
has become a resort of considerable 
importance, the most recent de- 
velopment being the cultivation of 


the valuable Cinchona plant. In 
1854 Baker retired from Ceylon 
after eight years’ residence, and at 
the death of his wife in 1855 he 
proceeded to the Crimea, and he was 
subsequently engaged in Turkey in 
tbe organization of the first railway. 
In 1861 he commenced an enterprise 
entirely at his own cost for the dis- 
covery of the Nile sources in the 
hope ’of meeting the Government 
e35>edition under the command of 
Captain Speke, who had started 
from Zanzibar for the same object. 
Having married, in 1860, Florence, 
daughter of M. Finnian von Sass, 
he was accompanied throughout 
this arduous journey by his wife. 
Leaving Cairo April 15, 1861, he 
reached, on June 13, the junction of 
the Atbara with the -Nile. For 
nearly a year he explored the regions 
of Ahyssinia from whence comes the 
Blue Nile, and m June, 1862, de- 
scended to Khartoum, at the junc- 
tion of the Blue and the White 
Nile. Here he organised a party of 
ninety-six persons to explore the 
course of the latter river. They 
set out in Dec. 1862, and reached 
Gondokoro in Feb. 1863. Here 
Baker had the good fortune to meet 
Captains Speke and Grant, who had 
succeeded in reaching the Lake 
Yiotoria N’yanza, which they be- 
lieved to he the ultimate source of 
the Nile. Baker, having resolved 
to supplement their explorations, 
supplied them with the necessary 
vessels for the voyage to Khartoum, 
and started from Gondokoro by 
land, March 26, 1863, without either 
interpreter or guide, in defiance of 
the opposition of the slave-hunters 
who attempted to bar his progress. 
The route was first eastward, then 
nearly south, and afterwards turned 
towards the east. On March 14, 
1864, he came in sight of a great 
fresh-water lake, the '^Mwootan 
N’zige,” until then unknown, which 
he named the Albert N’yanza. 
After navigating the lake from N. 
lat. 1® 14’ to the exit of the Nile at 
2° W, he set out on his homeward 
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journey early in Aprils 1864, bu the complete success of the expedi- 
owing to illness and the disturber tion.

The Eoyal Geographical Society 
now awarded to him its Victoria 
Gold Medal, and on his return to

hood. In Sept. 1869, he undertook 
the command of an expedition to 
Central Africa under the auspices 
of the Khedive, who placed at his 
disposal a force of 1500 ^ picked 
Egyptian troops, and intrusfed him 
for four years with absolute and 
uncontrolled power of life and 
death. He undertook to subdue 
the African wilderness, and to annex 
it to the civilized world ; to destroy 
the slave trade, and to establish 
regular commerce in its place ; to 
open up to civilization those vast 
African lakes which are the equa- 
torial reservoirs of the Nile ; and to 
add the whole of the countries 
which border on that river to the 
kingdom of the Pharaohs Sir 
Samuel, having first received from 
the Sultan the Order of the Medjidie 
and the rank of Pasha and Major- 
general, left Cairo with his party 
on Bee. 2, 1869, Lady^ Baker, as in 
former journeys, accompanying him. 
He returned in 1873 and reported]

Japan, and America. Sir Samuel is 
a Fellow of the Eoyal Geographical 
Society of London, and an honorary 
member of the Geographical So- 
cieties of Paris, Berlm, Italy, and 
America. He has received the 
Grande Medaille d"Or of the Societe 
de Geographic de Paris. He is a 
Beputy-Lieutenant of Gloucester- 
shire and J.P. of Bevon; he has 
>he Orders of the Osmanie of the 
lecond class and the Medjidie of 
.he second and third classes. 

BALFOTJE, Francis MAitland, 
M.A., F.E.S., is a son of the late 
dr. James Maitland Balfour, of 
Whittinghame, Preston-kirk, and 
was born in 1851 . He was educated 
k Trinity College, Cambridge, and 
graduated in the Natural Science 
’ripos in 1873, being placed second 
1 the first class. He was elected a 
'ellow of Trinity on the fib^st occa- 
don on which he was eligible — ^viz.. 
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in Oct*^ 1874. He at once took an 
active part in conjimction witb. Dr. 
Mickael Foster in the prosecution 
of the study of biology^ and very 
early ohtaiaed a high reputation, 
not only as a teacher, but as an 
original investigator. In 1878 he 
was elected a Fellow of the Eoyal 
Society, and is now a member of the 
Council of that learned body. In 
Hov., ISSl, he was awarded a Eoyal 
mecM by that society, and the 
claims for that distinction are thus 
stated in the proceedings of the 
society: — Balfour's investiga- 
tions in embryology and comparative 
anatomy have placed him thus early 
in hie in the front rank of original 
workers in these branches of science. 
TTia monograph upon the develop- 
ment of elasmobranch fishes, pub- 
lished in 1878, embodies the results 
of several years' labours, by which 
quite a new light has been thrown 
upon the development of several 
important organs in the vertebrata. 
More recently Mr. Balfour has pub- 
lished a most important work on 
comparative embryology in two 
large and fully illustrated volumes, 
which stands alone in biological 
literature, not only as an admirable 
and exhaustive summary of the 
present state of knowledge respect- 
ing the development of animals m 
general, but by reason of the vast 
amount and varied character of the 
original researches which are incor- 
porated in its pages.” In addition 
to the works above alluded to, Mr. 
Balfour has published in conjunc- 
tion with Dr. Michael Foster "Ele- 
ments of Embryology.” He has also 
contributed a very large number of 
smaller memoirs to the Proceedings 
and Transactions of the Eoyal 
Society, the Zoological Society, and 
the Qvbd'i'ierly Journal of Microscopi- 
cal Science. In 1880 he received fiie 
honorary degree of LL.D. from the 
University of Glasgow. In 1881 he 
was elected President of the Cam- 
bridge Philosophical Society. He 
is also one of the secretaries of the 
British Association. On May 31, 


1882, he was elected Professor of 
Animal Morphology at Cambridge 
by an unanimous vote of the mem- 
bers of the electoral roll selected to 
fill the newly-established chair. 
The professorship was established 
by a grace of the Senate passed on 
May 11, 1882, by virtue of the pro- 
visions of the University Statute 
for the establishment of additional 
professors. The stipend attached 
to the chair is ^300 per annum, and 
it IS provided the professorship shall 
terminate with the tenure of office 
of the professor first elected unless 
the University shall decide that the 
professorship shall be continued. 

BALFOUE, The Eioht Hon. 
JohnBlair, Q.C , is the son of the 
late Eev. Peter Balfour, minister of 
Clackmannan, by Jane Eamsay, 
daughter of Mr. J ohn Blair of Perth. 
He was born at Clackmannan in 
1837, and was educated at Edin- 
burgh Academy and the University 
of Edinburgh. He was called to 
the Scottish Bar in 1861, and was 
appointed Solicitor-General for 
Scotland on the formation of Mr. 
Gladstone's Administration in 1880. 
Mr. Balfour entered Parliament as 
M.P. for the counties of Clackman- 
nan and Kinross, in November, 1880, 
in the place of the late Mr. W. P. 
Adam, on the appointment of the 
latter as Governor of Madras. In 
Aug., 1881, he was appoiated Lord 
Advocate for Scotland in the room 
of Mr. McLaren, who had been 
raised to the judicial bench. Mr^ 
Balfour has been twice married- 
first, in 1869, to Lilias Oswald, 
daughter of Lord Mackenzie (a 
Judge of Session of Scotland) ; and, 
secondly, in 1877, to the Hon. Mari- 
anne Eliza Wellwood-Moncreiff, 
youngest daughter of Lord Mon- 
oreiff. Lord Justice Clerk of Scot- 
land. 

BALFOUE, John Htjtton, M.D., 
F.E.S. L. and E., F.L.S., LL.D. 
Edin., Glasg. & St. Andrews, Hon. 
M.E.H.S., late Professor of Medicine 
and Botany in the University of 
Edinburgh, and late Eegius Keeper 
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of tlie Eoyal Botanic G-arden, and 
late Queens’s Botanist for Scotland, 
related to Dr James Hutton, author 
of the Huttonian Theory of the 
Earth, was born Sept. 15, 1808. He 
toot the degree of M.A. in the 
Dniversity of Edmburgh, and that 
of M.D. in 1831, and was Professor 
of Botany m the University of 
Glasgow from 1841 to 1845. He is 
the author of the "Manual of 
Botany," "Phyto-Theology, or 
Botany and Eeligion," "The Class- 
book of Botany," "Outlines of 
Botany," "The Plants of Scripture," 
"The Botanist's Companion," "Ele- 
ments of Botany for Schools," "Il- 
lustrations of Botany, by means of 
large coloured Drawings, with 
Handbook," "First Book of Botany, 
suited for Beginners," 1872 j "In- 
troduction to the Study of Palaeon- | 
tological Botany," 1872 j and "Se- 
cond Book of Botany," 1873. He 
contributed the article on Botany to 
the Sth and 9th editions of the 
Eiicyclopcedia Bntannica, and papers 
to the Ti*ansactions of the Eoyal 
Society of Edinburgh and of the 
Botanical Society Dr. Balfour is a 
member of many learned societies 
on the Continent, is a Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Eoyal Society of Edin- 
burgh, and was for thirty years (up 
to 1877) Dean of the Medical Faculty 
of the University of Edinburgh in 
that city, and is now an assessor of 
that University. 

BALL, The Eight Hon. John 
Tho2lI4s, M.P., LL D., eldest son of 
Major Benj'amin Marcus Ball, was 
bom at Dublin in 1815, and educated 
at Trinity College, Dublin, graduat- 
ing B.A. in 1836, and LL.D. in 1844. 
He was called to the Irish bar in 
1840, and became successively a 
Queen's Counsel, Queen's Advocate 
and Judge of the l^ovincial Consis- 
torial Court at Armagh. At the 
general election of 1868 he was re- 
turned to the House of Commons in 
the Conservative interest by the 
University of Dublm, and for a few 
weeks in Nov. and Dec. of that year 
he was successively Solicitor-Gene- I 


^ral and Attorney-General for Ire- 
land under Mr. Disraeli's admmis- 
tration. In 1870 the University of 
Oxford conferred on him the hono- 
rary degree of D.C.L. Dr. Ball 
proved himself to be a ready and 
energetic debater by his numerous 
speeches on the Church Bill, the 
Land Bill, and other measures 
affecting Ireland. When the Con- 
servatives came into power in Feb. 
1874, Dr. Ball again became Attor- 
ney-General for Ireland, and at the 
close of that year he was appointed 
Lord Chancellor of Ireland. He 
took the oaths of o£B.ce Jan. 1, 1875, 
and resigned in May, 1880. He has 
been Vice-Chancellor of the Univer- 
sity of Dublin, since Jan. 1880. He 
married, in 1852, Catherine, daugh- 
ter of the Eev. Charles E Elring- 
ton, Eegius Professor of Divinity in 
the University of Dublin. 

BALL, Eobebt Stawell, LL.D., 
FES, was born at Dublin, July 1, 
1840, and educated at Chester by 
Dr. Bnndley. He was appointed 
University Student at Trinity Col- 
lege, Dublin, in 1861 ; Lord Eosse's 
Astronomer at Parsonstown m I 860 , 
Professor of Applied Mathematics 
and Mechanism at the Eoyal College 
of Science for Ireland in 1867 ; Fellow 
of the Eoyal Society in 1873 ; An- 
drews Professor of Astronomy in 
the University of Dublin, and Eoyal 
Astronomer of Ireland in 1874. He 
obtained the Cunningham Gold 
Medal of the Eoyal Irish Academy. 
Mr BaU is author of the following 
works among others: — "Experi- 
mental Mechanics," 1871 ; "Theory 
of Screws," DubKn, 1876; "Ele- 
ments of Astronomy," 1880 ; besides 
many papers on mathematics, astro- 
nomy, and physical science in 
various publications. He has fre- 
quently lectured on Astronomy in 
the leading institutions in the 
United Kingdom, and we may espe- 
cially refer to his "Christmas Lec- 
tures on Astronomy" at the Eoyal 
Institution in 1881-2. 

BALLANTINE, William, Ser- 
jeant-at-Law, is son of the late Mr. 

F 2 
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William Ballantinej who for many 
years fiUed the office of magistrate 
at the Thames Police Court. He 
was bom in London, Jan 3, 1812, 
and was called to the bar at the 
Inner Temple, June 6, 1834. For 
some years he practised in the 
criming courts, in 1856 he was 
created a serjeant-at-law; and he 
was at one time engaged in many 
of the important causes tried in 
Westminster Hall. He received a 
patent of precedence from Lord 
Westbury. Amongst other causes 
he was counsel for the Claimant m 
his original suit to acquire the 
Tichborne baronetcy and estates 
(1871). He has the reputation of 
bemg a slolful cross-examiner, and 
was highly complimented m the 
House of Lords in a suit for a 
divorce which he conducted with 
success against Sic Fitzroy Kelly 
and other counsel of great eminence. 
In 1869 he was appointed by vote 
of the House of Commons, to con- 
duct, in eon 3 unction with Mi% Barry, 
the Irish Attorney-General, the 
legal proceedings against the Mayor 
of Corh, Mr. O’Sullivan. That 
functionary had made himself 
conspicuous by the violent ex- 
pression of his political sentiments 
on various occasions, and had eulo- 
gized, at a public banquet, the 
Fenian O’Farrell, who had at- 
tempted to assassinate the young 
Duke of Edinburgh in Australia. 
The House of Commons ordered a 
prosecution to be instituted, but 
Mr. O’Sullivan resigned his office, 
and consequently the affair came to 
an end. In 1875 Serjeant Ballan- 
tine received a brief to go special” 
to India to defend a native prince, 
Mulhar Rao,the Gaikwar of Baroda, 
charged with an attempt to poison 
Colonel Phayre, the British Resi- 
dent. The retainer was 5,000 gui- 
neas, and a further scale of fees was 
arranged, being estimated at not 
less than a further sum of 5,000 
guineas. This honorarium is pro- 
bably among the largest overpaid 
to counsel. The Commission which 


' tried the case was divided in opinion, 
the native members holding the 
Gaikwar’s guilt not proved, and the 
result was an acquittal; but Her 
Majesty’s Government deposed the 
Gaikwar on the ground of obvious 
incapacity and misconduct. Ser- 
jeant Ballantine is the author of 
^‘'Experiences of a Barrister’s Life,” 
1882 

BANCROFT, George, Ph. D., 
LL.D., D C.L., born at Worcester, 
Massachusetts, Oct. 3, 1800. He 
entered Harvard College in 1813, 
and graduated in 1817. Almost 
immediately afterwards he went 
abroad, where he remained for five 
yeai's, studying at Gottingen and 
Berhn, and travelling through Ger- 
many, Italy, Switzerland, and 
Great Britain, when he made the 
personal acquaintance of many of 
the leading European scholars. He 
received the degree of Ph. D. at 
Gottingen in 1820, and returning 
to America in 1822, was for a year 
Greek tutor in Harvard College. 
In 1823, in conjunction with Dr. 
Joseph CoggsweU, afterwards noted 
as the organizer of the Astor Lib- 
rary in New York, he founded 
the Round Hill School at North- 
ampton, Massachusetts. The same 
year he published a volume of 
poems, and m 1824 a translation 
of Heeren’s ‘'^Politics of Ancient 
Greece.” He was also at this 
time meditatmg and collecting 
materials for his " History of the 
United States,” the first volume of 
which appeared in 1834. In 1835 
he removed to Springfield, Massa- 
chusetts, where he resided for 
three years, and completed the 
second volume of his history. In 
1838 he was appointed Collector of 
the Port of Boston, a position 
which he occupied until 1841, being 
also a frequent speaker at political 
meetings, and still keeping up his 
historical labours. The third vol- 
ume of his history appeared in 
1840. In 1844 he was the Demo- 
cratic candidate for Governor of 
Massachusetts, but was not elected. 
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In lS45j Mr. Polk having been elec- 
ted President, Mr Bancroft entered 
liis Cabinet as Secretary of the 
Navy, and also served for a month 
as Acting Secretary of War. In 
1S46 he was sent as Minister to 
Great Bntain, where he success- 
fully urged upon the British 
Government the adoption of more 
hberal navigation laws, and was 
especially earnest in vindicating 
the rights of persons naturalized 
as citizens of the United States 
During this residence in Europe he 
made use of every opportunity to 
perfect his collections of documents 
relating to American history. He 
returned to the United States in 
1849, took up his residence in New 
York, and set about the prepara- 
tion of the remainder of his history, j 
The fourth and fifth volumes were 
published in 1852 , the sixth ap- 
peared in 1854 j the seventh in 
1858 ; the eighth in 1860 ; the 
ninth in 1866 j and the tenth late 
in 1874. This brmgs the narra- 
tive to the close of the Revolu- 
tionary War and completes the 
body of the work. He is still, 
however, engaged upon supplemen- 
tary volumes, two of which were 
issued in 1882 under the title of 
History of the Foundation of the 
Constitution of the United States." 
After his return from England he 
for many years devoted himself 
wholly to literary labour. In Feb. 
1866, he delivered before Congress 
an address in memory of Abraham 
Lincoln. In May, 1867, he was 
appointed Minister to Prussia j in 
1868 he was accredited to the 
North German Confederation j and 
in 1871 to the German Empire. He 
was recalled from this mission at 
his own request, in 1874, During 
his mission to Germany several im- 
portant treaties were concluded 
with the various German States, 
relating especially to the naturaliza- 
tion of G^nnans in America. He 
is a member of numerous learned 
societies at home and abroad. In 
lS5o he published a volume of 


"Miscellanies," comprising a por- 
tion of the articles which he had 
contributed to the North Amencan 
Review. He now resides at Wash- 
ington, DC., passing his summers 
at Newport, Rhode Island. 

BANCROFT, Mrs., nde Marie 
Eppie Wilton, the popular actress, 
is a native of Doncaster. After 
acting from early childhood in the 
Provinces, she first appeared in 
London in Sept. 1856, at the Ly- 
ceum Theatre, as the boy in Bel- 
jphegor and Perdita the Royal Milk- 
maid. Subsequently she fulfilled 
various engagements at London 
houses, becoming manager of the 
Prince of Wales’s Theatre, London, 
at Easter, 1865. Shortly after- 
wards Miss Wilton gave up bur- 
lesque actmg, and devoted her 
entire attention to the production 
of English comedies, chiefly written 
by the late T. W. Robertson, She 
was married to Mr. S. B. Bancroft 
in Dec 1867. Mr. and Mrs. Ban- 
croft continued their successful 
career at the Prince of Wales’s 
Theatre until January, 1880, when 
they migrated to the Haymarket, 
of which theatre they had become 
the lessees. They rebuilt the 
theatre internally at a lai’ge outlay, 
and it is perhaps, now, the hand- 
somest house of its size in Europe. 
The characters with which Mrs. 
Bancroft’s name is best associated 
are Polly JSccles, Naomi Tighe, Mary 
Netley, Peg Wo^ngton, Jenny North- 
cott. Lady Franklin, and Lady 
Teazle. 

BANCROFT, Squire Bancroft, 
actor and theatrical manager, born 
in London, May 14, 1841, made his 
first public appearance on the stage 
at the Theatre Royal, Birmingham, 
in Jan. 1861. Then he accepted 
engagements in Dublin and Liver- 
pool, playing almost every line of 
character, including various Shak- 
^erian parts. He made his d^but 
in London on the occasion of the 
opening of the Prince of Wales’s 
Theatre, under the management of 
Mr. Byron and Miss Marie Wilton, 
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April loj 1865. Mr T. W. Eobert- 
son’s popular comedies were brought 
out at this theatre^ and in each of 
•^em Mr, Bancroft may be said^ to 
have created one of the leading 
characters. In “Society” (1865) 
he appeared as Sydney Daryl and 
afterwards as Tom Stylus , in 
“Ours” (1866) as Angus McAlister ; 
in “Caste ” (1867) as Captain Haw- 
tree; in “Play” as Chevalier 
Browne , in “ School” (1869) as Jack 
Poyntz ; and in “ M P.” as Talbot 
Piers. In 1867 Mr. Bancroft married 
Miss Mai’ieTTilton, and a large share 
of the management of the Prmce of 
^Vales’s Theatre thenceforward de- 
volved upon him. Among other 
parts subsequently performed by 
him at that house were Sir Frede- 
rick Blount in “Money,” Joseph 
Surface in the “ School for Scan- 
dal,” Triplet in “Masks and Faces,” 
Sir Oeorge Ormond in “Peril,” 
Dazzle in “ London Assurance,” 
Blenkinsop in “An Unequal 
Match,” and Count Orloff in “ Di- 
plomacy.” Mr. Bancroft's success- 
ful management of the Prince of 
Wales’s Theatre was brought to a 
close on Jan. 29, 1880 In Sept. 
1879, he had become lessee of the 
Haymarket, and after he had ex- 
pended a large sum on its in- 
ternal rebuilding and decorations, 
he began his management of this 
theatre on Jan. 31, 1880 The first 
performance was Lord Lytton’s 
comedy “ Money ” It was fol- 
lowed by revivals of “School,” 
“ Masks and Faces,” “ Society,” 
and “Ours.” “Odette” was pro- 
duced in April, 1882, Mr Bancroft 
taking the pant of Lord Henry 
Trevene, with Madame Modjeska 
as Odette. This was followed by 
“ The Overland Eoute ” (Sept 
1882). The farewell revival of 
“ Caste ” is now being performed | 
(Feb. 1883) ; and it will be fol- 
lowed by a new play by Mr. Pardon 
and a new comedy written by Mr. 
A. W. Pinero. 

BAHDMAHhT, Daniel Edwaup, 
a popular actor, bom at Cassel, 


G-ermany, Nov. 1, 1839 The in- 
stinct for acting was apparent in 
him at a very early age, for in his 
childhood he used to invite his play- 
fellows to the cellar, to play scenes 
out of the Bible, such as “Adam 
and Eve,” when he spoke both the 
parts, and filled up the dialogue 
with flashes of lightning through a 
tm pipe, when God called upon 
Gain for lus brother Abel. At the 
age of eighteen he made his first 
appearance on the stage at the 
Court Theatre of Neu-Strelitz, 
where he at once became a great 
favourite with the Grand Duchess 
of Mecklenburg, who took a personal 
interest in his career, and aided him 
in his profession. His next engage- 
ment was at Prague, whence he 
proceeded to Gratz, Weimar, Pesth, 
and Yienna. In all these towns he 
acquired great popularity as an 
actor of Shaksperean characters. 
Failmg health, consequent on se- 
vere study, necessitated a voyage 
to New York, where, after a short 
rest, he was requested by his fellow- 
countrymen to play for a few nights 
at the Stadt-Theater, where his 
acting speedily attracted the notice 
of journalists and critics, who pro- 
nounced the enthusiastic German 
to be one of the greatest actors 
of the period. It was in New York 
that Mr. Bandmann first began the 
study of the English language, and 
it is remarked that in six weeks’ 
time he was able to act Shylock at 
Niblo’s Garden, speaking the lan- 
guage of its author — ^his teacher 
being an accomplished English 
lady. His success was highly en- 
couraging. The German play of 
“Narcisse” was afterwards trans- 
lated for him, and with a rc'ipertoire 
embracing Hamlet, Shylock, Mac- 
beth, Eichard the Third, Othello, 
lago. Benedick, and Eichelieu, he 
made a tour of five years through 
the United States, his success being 
really wonderful. He played the 
part of Hamlet in Philadelphia, by 
invitation of the Shakspere Society, 
upon the occasion of the tercen- 
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tenary of the Swan of Avon^s birth- 
day , and so highly was his style of 
acting appreciated that a crown of 
laurel in solid silver was presented 
to him as a memorial of the occur- 
rence. In San Francisco he was 
presented with a handsome gold 
medal, upon which were placed his 
initials in diamonds and other pre- 
cious stones His career in America 
was a very triumphant one, but his 
great ambition was to play in Lon- 
don. Accordingly in Feb., 1868, he 
appeared at the Lyceum Theatre, m 
Harcisse,^^ his success being so 
great that the late Lord Lytton, 
who witnessed the performance, in- 
vited him to Kriebworth, when his 
lordship said he was the only actor 
he had seen, since the days of 
Macready, who inspired him to 
work again for the stage. An inti- 
macy sprung up between them, and 
Lord Lytton re-wrote for Mr. Band- 
mann his drama of The Sea Cap- 
tain,” which was produced at the 
Lyceum Theatre, under the title of 
"The Rightful Heir,” and had a 
nm of three months. Mr. Band- 
mann next made a tour through 
the English provinces j and in 1869 
he went to Australia, where he 
stayed for twelve months. He re- 
turned to England by way of Hono- 
lulu, where he played before the 
late King Kameham^ha, who in- 
vited him to his palace. In Jan., 
1877, he played once more in Ber- 
lin, in his native tongue, Hamlet, 
Othello, and Shylock, creating a 
most decided enthusiasm, which 
was flatteringly acknowledged by 
the entire press. Since his return 
he has made three tours through 
the United Kingdom. Mr. Band- 
mann married in Feb., 1869, Miss 
Miliy Palmer, who accompanies 
h^ on his tours. In the course of 
his last professional tour round the 
world he visited America and our 
Australian colonies- In Hew Zea- 
_^land in particular he was remark- 
ably successful, and created intense 
enthusiasm. He also visited Cal- 
cutta and other cities of India (Dec. 


1881)3 and in May, 1882, he was 
performing Shaksperean characters 
at Shanghai. 

B A H G 0 R, Bishop of. (See 
Campbell.) 

BANKS, Mbs. George LiNNiEtrs, 
bom March 25, 1821, in Oldham 
Street, Manchester, and baptised 
Isabella, was the daughter of James 
and Amelia Varley, 'smallware 
dealers They were well connected, 
the father a man of reserved 
manners but of cultivated tastes — 
chemistry, art, journalism, being 
his amusements. From a very 
early age she had free access to Ins 
library. She was a favourite with 
Mrs. McGibbon, the tragic actre^ 
(daughter of Woodfall, the cele- 
brated reporter and printer of 
Junius), and accompanied her to 
the theatre, or mto the fields for 
study, when quite a child. She 
was educated at the private schools 
of Miss Spray and the Rev. John 
Wheeldon. At eleven her first 
verses were composed. Her first 
recognised poem appeared in the 
Manchester Guardian when she was 
just sixteen At eighteen she com- 
menced a school for young ladies 
in Cheetham, Manchester, and for 
their use designed patterns in 
needle work, afterwards collected 
into a small book. During this period 
Miss Varley was a member of the 
ladies' committee of the .Auti-Com 
Law League. In 1844 appeared her 
first volume of poems, " Ivy 
Leaves,” I. Y — j having been the 
signature to her early contributions 
to papers and periodicals. On Dec. 
27, 1846, she was married to George 
Linnseus Banks, the "poet, orator, 
and journalist” Her school was 
given up, and they removed to 
Harrogate, where he edited the 
Harrogate Advertiser, and began his 
labours as a founder of Mechanics* 
Institutes. In the first of these, 
the Harrogate Mechanics' Institute, 
Mrs. Banks delivered her only lec- 
ture on "Woman — ^as she was, as 
she is, and as she may be.” Suc- 
ceeding years were marked byre- 
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movals, as her husband edited 
successively The Birmingham Mer- 
cury y The Dublin Daily Express, The 
Durham Ch'tomcle, The Sussex Mer- 
cury, and Windsor B^yal Standard, 
her Hterature during the time being 
confined to odd poems or reviews 
for his papers, and “ Light work for 
Leisure Eours/' a quarterly brochure 
still in progress. During their resi- 
dence in the county of Durham 
Mrs. Banks had the good fortune 
to preserve her friend Mrs. Hodg- 
son of Sedgefield from death by 
fire, thot^h not without severe 
personal injury. It was not until 
they reached London in 1S61, both 
in ill-healthj and with three young 
children, that Mrs Banks took to 
hterature as a profession In 1864, 
during the Working Men’s Celebra- 
tion of the Shakespere" Tercen- 
tenary, of which Mr. Banks was the 
chief promoter and hon. sec , she 
baptised with water from the Avon 
the "Shakespere Oak,” presented 
by Her Majesty the Queen, and 
planted by Mr. Phelps upon Prim- 
rose Hill amidst an immense con- 
course of spectators. Almost simul- 
taneously appeared in 1865 a joint 
volume of poems, "Daisies in the 
Grass,” and her jOirst novel in three 
vols., "God’s Providence House,” 
which was followed by " Stung to 
the Quick” in 1867 ; by "The Man- 
chester Man” in 1876 ; " Glory” m 
1877; "Caleb Booth’s Clerk” in 1878 ; 
"Wooers and Winners” in 1880. 
These novels have since been re- 
produced in one vol. form, and in 
the uniform series have been added 
'More than Coronets,” "Through 
the Kight,” and " The Watch- 
maker’s Daughter.” Another vo- 
lume of poems, " Eipples and 
Breakers,” made its appearance in 
1878. Another novel, "Forbidden 
to Marry,” is in preparation. 

BAKES, KathanieIi Pbentiss, 
bom at Waltham, Massachusetts, 
Jan. 30, 1816. While a boy he 
worked in a cotton factory, and 
afterwards learned the trade of a 
machinist. In time he became 


editor of a country newspaper, and 
received an appointment in the Bos- 
ton Custom House. He also studied 
law, was admitted to the bar, and 
m 1849 was elected to the Legis- 
lature of Massachusetts, of tKe 
Lower House of which ,he was 
chosen Speaker in 1851 ; and in 
the following year he was elected 
a member of Congress, nominally 
as a Democrat; but he soon for- 
mally withdrew from the Demo- 
cratic party, and in 1854 was re- 
elected by the concurrent vote of 
the "American” and Eepublican 
parties. At the following meeting 
of Congress he was chosen Speaker 
on the 133rd ballot, after the longest 
contest ever known. He was also 
a member of the next Congress, and 
in 1857 was elected Governor of 
Massachusetts, and re-elected in 
1858 and 1859. On the outbreak 
of the civil war he was made major- 
general of volunteers, was assigned 
to the command of a corps m the 
army of the Potomac, and was sub- 
sequently placed at the head of the 
forces for the defence of the city 
of Washington. In December he 
succeeded General Butler in com- 
mand at Kew Orleans, and in July, 
1863, took Port Hudson on the 
Mississippi. In the spring of 1864 
he made an unsuccessful expedition 
up the Bed River, in Louisiana, and 
was in May relieved of his com- 
mand. He 1 again entered upon 
pohtical life, and was re-elected 
to Congress from his old district 
in 1866, and again in 1868 and 
1870. In 1872 he took an active 
part in favour of the election of 
Horace Greeley to the presidency, 
as the candidate of the Democrats 
and the so-called "Liberals.” In 
1876 he was again elected to Con- 
gress by the votes of the Demo- 
crats and of that portion of the 
Republicans who were opposed to 
the policy of President Grant, but 
has acted with the Republican 
party. He is at present XT. S. 
Marshal for the district of Massa- 
chusetts. 
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BANNEEMAN. See Campbell 
Bannerman. 

BAEAj Jeles, a Belgian states 
man; born at Tonmai, August 21 
1835, was educsated in his native 
town, and afterwards admitted an 
advocate. At an early age be was 
appointed a professor in the Univer- 
sity of Brussels. While occupying 
that position he composed a series 
of "Essays on the Eelations be- 
tween the State and Eeligions, from 
a Constitutional Point of Yiew.^‘ 
In 1862 he was elected a Deputy 
for Tournai in the Liberal interest, 
and he soon distmguished himself 
in the Chamber of Eepresentatives 
by his pMll m debate, and by his 
zealous advocacy of M. Fr^re- 
Orban^s pohcy. In Nov. 1865, he 
was nominated Minister of Public 
Justice m the place of M. Victor 
Teschj resigned. He held tkis 
office until the Conservative party 
came into power, in July, 18/0 
When a Liberal ministry was 
formed in June, 1878, M. Bara 
was again appomted Minister of 
Justice. 

BAEBADOS, Bishop of. See 
Beee, Dr. 

BAEBIEE, Hehri AtrorsTE, a 
French poet, born at Paris, April 
28, 1805, was bred to the law, but, 
abandoning that profession for lite- 
rary pursuits, he composed, con- 
jointly with Alphonse Boyer, " Les 
Mauvais G-ar^ons,^' 1830, an histo- 
rical novel, illustrative of French 
manners in the Middle Ages. At 
the time of the Eevolution of July he 
discovered that satirical poetry was 
his true forte. His " lambes ” at- 
tracted much attention, and in his 
celebrated poem "La Cur^e,^^ which 
first appeared in the Revue de Pansj 
in August, 1830, he severely lashed 
the seekers for office who besieged 
the new government. These works 
were followed by " Le Lion,"’ 
"Quatre-vingt-treize,'" "Varsovie,"" 
and "La Population,” in which he 
attacked, with great asperity and 
trenchant wit, the corruption of 
public morals, the ambition of pub- | 


lie men, and the mania for commit- 
tmg suicide. In "II Pianto,” 
1832, he vividly sketched the poli- 
tical abasement of Italy ; while in 
" Lazare,” 1833, he drew attention 
to the misery and social degrada- 
tion of the English people. M. 
Barbier published, in 1837, "Ero- 
strate” and " Pot-de-Vin,” two 
satires which were not so favour- 
ably received as his former produc- 
tions. He wrote for M. Berlioz, in 
con]unction with Leon de Wailly, 
the opera of " Benvenuto Cellini j” 
and he likewise composed the words 
of the Hymne h. la France,” per- 
formed under the direction of M. 
Berlioz at the great festival in the 
Industrial Exposition of 1855. 
His more recent works are remark- 
ably inferior to those produced at 
the outset of his career. Among 
them may be mentioned "Chants 
Civils et Eeligieux,” 1811 ; " Eimes 
Heroiques,” 1813 j a metrical trans- 
lation of Shakspere’s " Julius 
Caesar,” 1818 j " Silves, Poesies 
diverses,” 1861 5 a collection of 
^ Satires,” 1865 ; a volume of tales 
under the title of " Trois Passions,” 
1867,* and a translation of Cole- 
ridge’s "Ancient Mariner,” pub- 
lished in 1876, with illustrations 
by Gustave Lore. On April 29, 
1869, M. Barbier was elected to the 
stall in the French Academy ren- 
dered vacant by the decease of M. 
Empis; and in 1878 he was deco- 
rated with the cross of the Legion 
of Honour. 

BAEFF, Frederick Settle, 
M.A., Fellow of the Institute of 
Chemistry, was born at Hackney, 
Oct. 6, 1823, and educated at Hack- 
ney Grammar School and Christ’s 
‘oUege, Cambridge. He was ap- 
pointed the first Professor of 
Chemistry at the Eoyal Academy of 
Arts, and held that appointment 
for eight years . Cardinal Manning 
nominated him to the Professorship 
of Chemistry in the Catholic Uni- 
versity College at Kensington, and 
in 1873 or thereabouts he was ap- 
tointed Examiner in Chemistry to 
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the Natural Sciences Tripos in the 
University of Cambridge. He has 
written an " Introduction to Scien- 
tific Chemistry"; an elementary 
book on Chemistry ; and a series of 
articles on the "New Theories of 
Chemistry^" in the Student and 
Intellectual Observer He has m- 
vented a process for the preserva- 
tion of iron from rust by the use 
of superheated steam ; also a com- 
pound of glycerme and boracic 
acid, which he calls "Boroglyce- 
rine," for the preservation of food 
and other orgamc substances, ^d 
as a general antiseptic An article 
by bim on his New Antiseptic 
Compound for the Preservation of 
Pood" appeared in the Month for 
May, 18S2. 

BAEaHASH BIN SAED (His 
Hiohness), Sultan or Seyyid of 
Zanzibar, was born about 1835, and 
succeeded his brother Seyyid Majid 
in 1870. He represents the Arab 
dynasty which h^ for more than a 
century held sway over the African 
negroes inhabiting the territory 
m^e familiar to us by name in con- 
sequence of its connection with the 
enterprises of Dr. Livmgstone and 
other travellers. Sir Barbie Frere^s 
mission on behalf of the British 
Government to the ruler of Zanzi- 
bar in 1873, for the purpose of 
inducing him to suppress the Slave 
Trade, resulted in an acquiescent 
treaty on the Sultanas part, the 
provisions of which were not car- 
ried into effect, and was the proxi- 
mate occasion of his Highnesses 
friendly visit to England. He 
landed, June 9, 1875, at Westmin- 
ster Bridge, where he was received 
by Mr. Bourke, Under-Secretary 
for Foreign Affairs, who welcomed 
him in the name of Her Majesty’s 
Government. He left our shores 
on July 15, and visited Pans before 
returning to his own dominions. 
During his stay in England he 
concluded a second treaty with Her 
Majesty’s Government, and since 
that time His Highness has entered 
heart and soul mto the movement 


for the suppression of the Slave 
Trade, in spite of the dangers and 
political antagonism arising from 
the opposition of his own people. 

BAEING, Major Evelyn, was 
formerly a IJuropean Commissioner 
of the Public Debt in Egypt, and he 
was appomted one of the Con- 
troUers-General, representing Eng- 
land and France, when the Khedive 
Ismail was deposed by the Sultan’s 
firman in 1879, and Tewfik Pasha 
became ruler of Egypt. In co- 
operation with his Fren ch colleague, 
M. de Bligni^res, Major Baring 
successfully carried on the Control 
until he accepted, towards the close 
of 1880, the office of Finance Minis- 
ter of India, under the Marquis of 
Eipon, left vacant by Sm John 
Strachey’s resignation. In this 
capacity he framed and carried 
three successful budgets. In May, 
1883, he was appointed to succeed 
Sir Edward Malet, at Cairo, with 
the status of Mmister to Egypt. 

BAEING-GOULD, The Eev. 
Sabine, M.A., of Lew-Trenohard, 
bom at Exeter, in 1834, eldest son 
of Edward Barmg-Gould, Esq , of 
Lew-Trenchard, Devon, where the 
family has been seated for nearly 
300 years, was educated at Clare 
College, Cambridge, where he took 
the degree of M.A. in 1856. He 
was appointed Incumbent of Dal- 
ton, Thirsk, by the Viscountess 
Down in 1869, and Eector of East 
Mersea, Colchester, by the Crown 
in 1871. On the death of his father 
in 1872 he succeeded to the family 
property, and in 1881 to the rectory 
of Lew-Trenchard. Mr. Baring- 
Gould is the author of "Paths of 
the Just," 1854; "Iceland: its 
Scenes and Sagas," 1861 ; " Post- 
mediaeval Preachers,” 1865 ; Curi- 
ous Myths of the Middle Ages," 
1st series 1866, 2nd series 1867; 
"Curiosities of Olden Times,” 
1869; "The Silver Store," 1868; 
" The Book of Werewolves," 1865 ; 
"In Exitu Israel, an Historical 
Novel," 1870, "The Origin and 
Development of Eeligious Belief," 
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Tol. i. 1869, Yol. 11. 18/0; ^'The author to m’ite, in the follo-vnng 


Golden Gate” 1869-70; "Lives of 
the Saints,” 15 vols., 1872-77 ; 
" Some Modem Difficulties, a 
course of Lectures preached at St. 
Paul's Cathedral,” 1874; "The 
Lost and Hostile Gospels : an 
Essay on the Toledoth Jeschu, and 
the Petrine and Pauline Gospels of 
the First Three Centuries of which 
Fragments remain,” 1874 ; " York- 
shire Oddities,” 2 vols , 1874 , 
" Some Modem Difficulties,” in 
nine lectures, 1875 ; " Village Ser- 
mons for a Tear,” 1875; "The 
Vicar of Morwenstowe,” 1876 ;

He was editor of The Sacristy j a 
quarterly review of ecclesiastical 
art and literature, 1871-73. 

BAEKEE, Maby Ann (Lady), 
is the eldest daughter of the late 
Hon. W. G Stewart, Island Secre- 
tary of Jamaica, in which island 
she was born. Bemg sent to Eng- 
land at two years old, she was edu- 
cated at home, and returned to 
Jamaica in 1850. In 1852 she mar- 
ried Captain G. E. Barker, Eoyal 
Artery, ^ who afterwards distin- 
guished himself very highly in the 
Crimean War and the Indian Mu- 
tmy, and was made H C.B. for ser- 
vices in the field. Lady Barker 
went out to India to join Sir George 
early in 1860, but he died in the 
autumn of that year, and she re- 
turned to England. In 1865 Lady 
Barker married Mr. Frederick 
Napier Broome, then of Canter- 
bury, New Zealand, and accom- 
panied Mm back to the Middle 
Island. Early in 1869 Mr. Napier 
Broome and Lady Barker returned 
to England. " Station Life in New 
Zealand,” from Lady Barker's pen, 
was published in the autumn of that 
year, and its success encouraged the 


year, a small volume for children, 
called " Stories About.” So popu- 
lar did this second work become, 
that it was soon followed ’by "A 
Christmas Cake in 'Four Quarters,” 
"Spring Comedies,” a novelette; 
" Travelling About,” " Holiday 
Stories,” "Eibbon Stories,” "Sy- 
bil's Book,” " Station Amusements 
in New Zealand,” " Boys,” " Bet of 
Stow,” besides many short articles 
for the leadmg magazines. In the 
spring of 1874 Lady Barker also 
published a little book, called 
"First Principles of Cooking,” of 
which the circulation has been very 
large ; and almost immediately 
after its appearance she was ap- 
pomted to the post of Lady Super- 
intendent of the National Trainmg 
School of Cookery, in Exhibition 
Eoad, South Kensington. Lady 
Barker was also editor of Uvening 
Hours, a family magazine For 
several years Lady Barker resided 
with her husband in South Africa. 
Her experiences of that country are 
described in "A Year's Housekeep- 
ing in South Africa,” 1877. 

BAEKLY, Sib Henby, K.C B., 
G.C.M.G., is of Scottish extraction, 
being the only son of the late ZEneas 
Bai’Idy, Esq., of Eoss-shire, an emi- 
nent West India merchant in Lon- 
don, where he was born in 1815. 
Having received a sound commer- 
cial education at Bruce Castle 
School, Tottenham, he applied Mm- 
self to business, in which he ob- 
tained that practical experience 
which has placed him in the fore- 
most rank of our colonial adminis- 
trators. In 1845 he was elected 
M P, for Leominster, which consti- 
tuency he represented till 1849, as 
a " firm supporter of Sir E. Peel's 
commercial policy.” In 1849 he 
was appointed Governor and Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the settlement 
of British Guiana (where he owned 
estates), and during his govemor- 
sMp laid before Parliament some 
valuable information respecting the 
colony; advocating the introduc- 
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tion of Coolies and Chinese as 
labonxers. Sir Henry also endea- 
voured to develop the resonrces of 
the colony by the introduction of 
railways^ and by reconciling the 
factions which had retarded its 
advancement. As Oovernor of 
Jamaica, from 1853 to 1856, he was 
equally successful. Sir Willia.ni 
Molesworth, Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, in 1856 appointed him 
to the important and wealthy 
governorship of Yictoria, for which 
his business habits and his large 
commercial experience pecuharly 
fitted him , and in 1863 he was ap- 
pointed G-ovemor of the Mauritius. 
In Aug. 1870 he was appointed 
Governor of the Cape of Good 
Hope, and he held that office till 
Bee. 1876 . He was appointed BQgh 
Commissioner for settling "the 
affairs of the territories adjacent to 
the eastern frontier of the Cape of 
Good Hope in Nov. 1870 Sir 
Henry Barkly was created a K C.B. 
(Civil division) in 1853, on return- 
ing home foom British Guiana ,* and 
G.CM.G. in 1874. 

BARLOW, Thomas Old h a m , 
R.A., was bom at Oldham, near 
Manchester, Aug. 4, 1824. From 
a very early age his desire was 
to be a painter or an engraver. 
His father jdelded to his wish, 
and placed him with Messrs. Ste- 
phenson and Royston, engravers, of 
Manchester. He became a student 
in the School of Design there, and 
gained the first prize for a design, 
exhibited under the title of " Cul- 
lings fipom Nature.'' At the Man- 
chester Exhibition he saw a small 
picture, by the late John Phillip, 
entitled " Courtship,” and endea- 
voured to persuade a friend to pur- 
‘chase it, that he might engrave it 
before going to London ; but this 
he was reluctantly obliged to aban- 
don. Soon after coming to London, 
he made the acquaintance of a gen- 
tleman, who suggested his engrav- 
ing a picture, and offered to supply 
the necessary means. He therefore 
went to the first exhibition that was 


opened — that of the British Institu- 
tion — ^where, to his delight, the first 
picture that caught his eye was the 
one he had desired to engrave in 
Manchester. This introdi^ced him 
to the late John Phillip, whose first 
copyright Mr. Barlow purchased for 
£ 5 , Mr. Phillip having at first re- 
fused to take anything for it ; and 
thus began their weU-known friend- 
ship. Indeed, their similarity of 
taste and feeling was so marked, 
that they seemed inseparable. Tias 
intimacy and sympathy naturally 
resulted in Mr. Barlow engraving 
most of Philhp's pictures. Mr. 
Barlow was elected an Associate 
Engraver of the Royal Academy by 
an almost unanimous vote in 1873. 
The following are some of the priu- 
cipal works engraved by Mr. Barlow-

Barlow was elected a Royal Aca- 
demician Engraver May 5, 1881. 

BARNARD, Feedebick Augus- 
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Tus Porter, D.D., LL D., born at 
Sheffield, Massachusetts, May 5, 
1S09 He graduated at Yale Col- 
lege in 1S2S ,* became tutor there in 
1S29, and subsequently a teacher in 
the Deaf and Dumb Asylums in 
Hartford and Hew York. Prom 1837 
to 1S4S he was Professor of Mathe- 
matics and Natural Philosophy, and 
afterwards, till 1854, of Chemistry, 
in the University of Alabama In 
1854 he became Professor of Mathe- 
matics and Astronomy in the Uni- 
versity of Mississippi, of which he 
was elected President in 1856, and 
Chancellor in 1858. In 1854 he 
took orders in the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church, and in 1861 resigned 
his Chancellorship and chair in the 
Universit of Mississippi. In 1864 
he was cl ,oen President of Colum- 
bia College, New York, a position 
which he still holds. In 1860 he 
was a member of the Astronomical 
Expedition to observe the total 
eclipse of J'the sun in Labrador, 
and was^-elected President of the 
Americfm Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science. In 1862 he 
wa*^, 'engaged in the reduction of 
GiHiss’s observations of the stars in 
the southern hemisphere, and in 
1863 had charge of the publication 
of the charts and maps of the 
United States Coast Survey. In* 
1867 he was United States Com- 
missioner to the Paris Exhibition 
He is a member of various learned 
societies in Europe and America, 
and has received the honorary de- 
grees of LL D. (Jefferson CoUege, 
.1855, Yale College, 1859), S.T.D. 
(University of Mississippi, 1861), 
and in 1872 that of Doctor of Lite- 
rature from the Regents of the 
University of New York. He has 
published, " Treatise on Arith- 
metic,” 1830; "Analytic Cram- 
mar,” 1836 ; "Letters on Collegiate 
Covemment,” 1855 ; " BKstory of ' 
the United States Coast Survey,” 
1857 ; "Report on Machinery and 
Industrial Arts,” 1869 ; " Recent 
Progress of Science,” 1869; and 
"The Metric System,” ish. He • 


has also contributed largely to 
scientific and educational journals. 
In conjunction with Professor Ar- 
nold Guyot, he edited Johnson^s 
"Universal Cyclopaedia,” 1874-7. 

BARNARD, Henry, LL.D , born 
at Hartford, Connecticut, Jan. 24, 
1811; A.B. (Yale CoUege), 1830. 
After extensive travel in the United 
States, he made a two years' tour of 
Europe (1835-37), giving special 
attention to educational institu- 
tions and methods. He was from 
1837 to 1840 a member of the Con- 
necticut Legislature, and carried 
through that body a complete re- 
organization of the common school 
system, and was for four years 
(1838-^) a member and secretary 
of the Board of Education created 
by it. Displaced by a political 
change in 1842, he spent more than 
a year in an extensive educational 
tour through the United States, 
with a view to the preparation of a 
History of Public Schools in the 
United States. He was caUed from 
the prosecution of this work to 
take charge of the public schools of 
Rhode Island ; and after five years 
^ returned to Hartford, 1849. In 
j 1850 a State Normal School was 
established in Connecticut, and he 
was appointed Principal, with the 
added duties of State Superinten- 
dent of Public Schools. After five 
years of severe labour he retired 
from this work, but soon commenced 
the publication of the American 
Journal of Education^ Hartford, in 
1855, which is stiU continued. He 
has been President of the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Education, was elected in 1856 Pre- 
sident and ChanoeUor of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, which office he 
resigned in 1859 ; was President in 
1865-7 of the St. John's CoUege, 
Annapolis, Maryland, and United 
States Commissioner of the Depart- 
ment of Education in 1868-70. His 
contributions to educational Utera- 
ture have been so numerous, that 
but few of them can be mentioned 
here;— "Education in Factories” 
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1842 ; National Education in 
Europe,” 1851 ; Normal Scliools 
in tie United States and Europe,” 
1851 ; Tribute to G-allaudet with 
History of Deaf Mute Instruction,” 
1852; "Scbool Libraries,” 1854; 

Hints and Methods for the Use 
of Teachers,” 1857 ; Enghsh Pe- 
dagogy,” 1862 ; “ Nation^ Educa- 
tion,”" 1872, "Military Schools,” 
1872 ; "American Pedagogy,” 1875. 

BAENES, The Eev. William, 
B D., was bom at Eushhay, Bagber, 
a hamlet of Sturminster Newton, m 
the vale of Blackmore, Dorset. He 
is descended from a family who, m 
the time of Phihp and Mary, held 
Mageston, in the parish of G-il lin g- 
ham, and to one of whom (William 
Barnes) land in Gillingham was 
granted in the 31st of Henry VIII , 
though later generations (from 
1732) had lost their lands and were 
farmers at East Stower and Mans- 
ton. Most of his higher scholar- 
ship, with Ids university degree, 
has been won by a pursuit of Imow- 
ledge under difficulties. Mr. Barnes 
kept, for some years, a school at 
Dorchester, and he had some pupils 
who studied for service in India, 
and whom he forwarded in the ele- 
ments of Hmdoostanee and Persian. 
He was appointed to the curacy of 
Whitcombe, Dorset, in 1847 ; and 
was instituted to the rectory of 
Winterbourne Came, Dorchester, in 
1862. He is the author of three 
volumes of " Poems of Eural Life, 
in the Dorset Dialect,” " A Gram- 
mar and Glossary of the Dorset 
Dialect,” "A Philological Grammar, 
grounded upon English, and formed 
from a comparison of more than 
sixty Languages : being an Intro- 
duction to the Science of Grammars 
of all Languages, especially Eng- 
lish, Latin, and Greek ; ” " Tiw ; or, 
a View of the Eoots and Stems of 
the English as a Teutonic Tongue , ” 

" An Anglo-Saxon Delectus, in- 
cluding Extracts from Anglo-Saxon 
History and the Saxon Clmonicle ;” 

" Notes on Ancient Britain and the 
Britons,” being the result of his 


collections for a course of Lectures 
on this subject ; " Views of Labour 
and Gold;” "Early England and 
the Saxon English , ” " Eural Poems 
in common English,” of which a 
handsome illustrated edition has 
been prmted in America; "An 
Outline of English Speechcraft,” 
and "An Outline of Eedecraft.” In 
early life he contributed about 
twenty-five letters on topographical 
and other subjects to the Gentle- 
man^s Magazine, with some wood- 
cuts by his own hand. He has other 
works ready for the press, viz • — 
another volume of Poems ; an en- 
larged "Glossary of the Dorset 
Direct , ” " Studies in Eai‘'ly British 
History, with Notes on . the Cause 
and Laws of the Chang^es of Initial 
Consonants inWelsh ; ”/and"Euth,” 
a short drama from thvfe Bible. 

BAENETT, John, imusical com- 
poser, was bom near i^edford, July 
15, 1802. His father wM a native 
of Hanau, in Prussia, anSj^is mother 
an Hungarian. At the a^e of ten, 
being possessed of a wondeimil con- 
tralto voice, he was articled tllj»^Mr. 
Samuel James Arnold, managmVof 
Drury Lane, and sang in the " Ship^ 
wreck,” and many other pieces, 
being alternately at that theatre 
and at Covent Garden for five suc- 
cessive years, and appearing in the 
company of the elder Kean, when 
the latter made his debut in " Mac- 
beth.” After the changing of his 
voice Mr Barnett devoted himself 
exclusively to the study of the piano 
and composition, under Ferdinand 
Eies (the favourite pupil of Beet- 
hoven), Sento Perer, Kalkbrenner, 
WiHiam Huxley, and. Xarcier 
Schneider. His operas are : the 
famous "Mountain Sylph” (pro- 
duced at the Lyceum m 1834, and 
being the first real English opera) ; 
"Pair Eosamond” (a grand his- 
torical opera produced in 1836) ; and 
" Farinelli ” (produced in 1839) . In 
addition to these important works, 
he is the composer of a large 
number of once eminently popular 
vaudevilles, such as "The Pet of 
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tlie Petticoats/* The Carnival of 
Naples/* Before Breakfast/* Mr. 
Mallett/* and Win and W ear Her ** 
His various canzonets and ballads 
number^ perhaps^ a thousand, 
amongst which figure the familiar 
titles of "The Light Guitar,** "Eise, 
Gentle Moon/* and "Not a Drum 
^as Heard.** He became director 
of the Olympic Theatre in 1832, 
under the management of Madame 
Testris. In 1839 he married the 
youngest daughter of the late cele- 
brated violoncellist, Eobert Bindley, 
after which he retired to Chelten- 
ham, where he has resided for many 
years, turning his attention to the 
study and cultivation of the voice, 
upon which he has published an 
important volume. 

BAENUM, Phineas Tatloe, 
born at Bethel, Connecticut, July 
0 , 1810. He began business at the 
age of thirteen, and in 1834 removed 
to New York, where in 1841 he pm*- 
chased the American Museum, by 
which in a few years he acquired a 
fortune. In 1856 he engaged Jenny 
Lind to visit America, to give 150 
concerts, but the engagement was 
cancelled when 93 performances had 
been given. In 1855 he took up his 
residence at Bridgeport, Connecti- 
cut, and engaged largely m real 
estate and manufacturing enter- 
prises. These were unsuccessful, 
and he became bankrupt. Slaving 
effected a compromise with his 
-creditors, he resumed the manage- 
ment of the Museum, and soon re- 
trieved his fortunes. He was twice 
burnt out — ^in 1865, and again in 
1868, when he announced his retire- 
ment from business. The instinct 
of the showman, however, was too 
strong, and after a few years he re- 
entered the field on a larger scale 
than ever. Mr. Barnum served one 
term in the Connecticut Legislature 
(1865), and was a candidate for 
Congress in 1866, but was defeated 
by his Democratic opponent. He 
has lectured upon temperance and 
pother topics, and besides some 
f smaller works has published : " The 


Life of P T. Barnum, wi*itten by 
Himself/* 1855 ; " The Humbugs of 
the World/* 1865 ; and a sort of 
autobiography entitled " Struggles 
and Triumphs,** 1869. 

BAEODA, The Mahaeajah 
Gaekwae of. Bus Highness Maha- 
rajah Syaji Eao Gaekwar was bom 
on the 10th of Mai’ch, 1863, at the 
town of Eavalana in the Nassick 
District, and is the son of the late 
Eao Bhikaji Eao Gaekwar. He 
was educated in the " Mahara 3 ah*s 
School** at Baroda, under the per- 
sonal supervision and tuition of 
Mr. P. Elliot, of the Indian Civil 
Service. It be in the memory 
of our readers how the late Gaekwar, 
Mulhar Eao, for his attempt to poi- 
son Colonel Phayre, the British 
Eesident, and for continual and 
gross misgovernment, was, after 
being tried by a nused commission 
of European officials and native 
chiefs, deposed from his govern- 
ment and sent into exile at Madras, 
where he died at the end of 1882. 
On Mulhar Eao*s deposition, and 
with the consent of the Earl of 
Northbrook, then Viceroy of India, 
the Maharanee Jumna Bad adopted, 
on the 27th of May, 1875, the present 
Maharajah, who was on the same 
day installed on the guddee or 
throne. During the minority of the 
Maharajah the administration was 
carried on by a Council of Eegency 
under the direction of the European 
representative ,* and Eaja Sir Tau- 
jore Madhava Eao, Bahadoor, 
H.C.S.I., who was the Dewan to His 
Highness Maharajah Seindiah of 
Gwalior, was specially selected to 
fill the post of Prime Minister, to- 
gether with a seat at the Eegency 
Board. On the 2Sth December, 
1881, and at the early age of 18, 
Bis Highness was invested with 
full and sovereign powers, and 
since he has held the reins of 
state he has, with the assistance of 
Sir Madhava Eao, whom he has re- 
tained as his Prime Minister, given 
the greatest satisfaction by his apti- 
tude for work and desire to intro- 
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duce reforms. His Highness is an 
excellent English scholar, and 
speaks the language as fluently as 
Ms own. 

BAEEOT,Victobin Ferdinand, 
a brother of the late M. Odilon 
Barrot, and an advocate hy profes- 
sion, horn at Paris, Jan. 10, 1806, 
became a member of the Chamber 
of Deputies in 1845. He first at- 
tracted attention by his skill in 
dealmg with the affairs of Algeria , 
and on the fall of Louis Phihppe, 
in 1848, was elected to represent 
that colony in the Constituent As- 
sembly. Having acted as counsel 
for Louis Hapoleon in the legal pro- 
ceedings that arose from the at- 
tempts upon Strasburg and Bou- 
logne, that prince, on his election to 
the Presidency, made him Ms secre- 
tary, and he acted as one of Ms 
ministers from October, 1849, to 
March, 1850. He was then ap- 
pointed Ambassador at Turin, a post 
he held till ihe famous coup 
wMch inaugurated the Second Em- 
pire Under the new regime, he was 
successively appointed a Councillor 
of State and a Senator, but he did 
not take a very prominent part m 
either capacity. M. Ferdinand Bar- 
rot was made Commander of the 
Legion of Honour, Dec. 8, 1852, and 
Grand Referendary of the French 
Senate in Jan. 1867. The events of 
Sept. 1870 caused Mm to disappear 
from the political arena, but he 
came forward as the official and 
Bonapartist candidate for the arron- 
dissement of Courbevoie in 1877, 
when he was defeated by the Re- 
publican candidate, M. Emile Des- 
chanel. At the close of the same 
year, however, he was chosen a 
Senator for life, in the place of M. 
Pierre Lanfrey. 

BARRY, The Rev Alfred, D D ., 
D.C.L, second son of the late 
eminent arcMtect, Sir Charles 
Barry, bom in 1826, was educated 
at King’s College, London, and at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where 
he graduated B.A. as fourth 
Wrangler, second Smith’s prize- 


man, and seventh in the first class 
of the Classical Tripos in 1848, 
obtaining a fellowsMp in the same 
year. Dr. Barry, who was ordained 
in 1850, was from 1851 to 1854 
Sub- Warden of Trinity College, 
Glenalmond ; and subsequently 
held from 1854 to 1862 the Head 
Mastership of the Grammar School 
at Leeds, which he raised to a very 
Mgh position by his energy and 
ability; and in 1862 he was ap- 
pointed to the Principalship of 
Cheltenham College. In 1868 he 
became Principal of King’s College, 
London; m 1869 Examining Chap- 
lain to the Bishop of Bath and 
Wells ; in 1871 a Canon of Wor- 
cester ; in 1875 Honorary Chaplain, 
and in 1880 Chaplain in Ordinary, 
to the Queen ; and in 1881 Canon 
of Westminster. He was also a 
member of the London School Board 
from 1871 to 1877. Dr. Barry is 
the author of an Introduction to 
the Old Testament,” “ Notes on the 
Gospels,” ^‘’Life of Sir C. Barry, 
R.A,” Cheltenham College Ser- 
mons,” " Sermons for Boys,” Notes 
on the Catechism,” ‘^Religion for 
Every Day: Lectures to Men,” 1873, 
“ What is Natural Theology ? ” the 
Boyle Lectures for 1876. 

BARRY, The Right Hon. 
Charles Robert, born at Limerick, 
in 1834, received his academical 
education at Trinity College, Dub- 
hn, was called to the Irish bar in 
1845, was made a Queen’s Counsel 
in 1849, and was the* first Crown 
Prosecutor in Dublin from 1859 to 
1865. Mr. Barry was law adviser 
to the Crown from 1865 to 1869, 
during wMch period he represented 
Dungarvan in the House of Com- 
mons. He was appointed Solicitor- 
General for Ireland in 1869 and 
Attorney-General in Jan., 1870, 
succeedmg, in the latter office, Mr. 
Sullivan, who had been appointed 
Master of the Rolls in Ireland. In 
Dec., 1871, he was appointed a 
Judge of the Queen’s Bench in 
Ireland, in the room of the Right 
Hon. John George, deceased. In 
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Aug., 1878, he was nominated a 
member of the Eoyal Commission 
appointed to inquire into the provi- 
sions of the draft Code relating to 
Indictable Offences. In June, 1883, 
he accepted the office of Lord Jus- 
tice of Appeal, vacant by the death 
of Lord Justice Deasy. 

BAETHELEMT-S AIIIT- 
HILAIEE, Jules, member of the 
Institute, born in Paris, Aug. 19, 
1805 ; was at first attached to the 
Ministry of Finance ; but this did 
not prevent him from writing in 
the Globe, and he signed the pro- 
testation of the journalists, July 28, 
1830, After the revolution he 
founded the Bon Sens, and, as a 
Liberal, took an active part in 
politics; but towards the close of 
1833 he showed signs of a desire to 
renounce political life, and to apply 
himself to literature. In 1834 he 
was made tutor of French literature 
in the Polytechmc School, and 
undertook about the same time a 
complete translation of the works of 
Aristotle, which served as a pendant 
to the translation of Plato, published 
by Cousin. For this service he was 
in 1838 appointed to the chair of 
Greek and Latin Philosophy in the 
College of France, and was admitted 
into the Academy of the Moral and 
Political Sciences. The revolution 
of February again drew him into the 
politi^l arena, and he entered the 
Constituent Assembly, and became 
one of the chiefs of the republican 
He favoured the candi- 
dature of Louis Napoleon, and sup- 
ported the administration of M. 
Odilon Barrot. After the coup 
d^etat of Dec. 2, 1852, and the 
dowmfall of the parliamentary 
system, he refused to take the oath, 
and resigned his chair in the Col- 
Jege of France, but was reappointed 
in 1862. At the genei-al election of 
1^9 he was returned to the Corps 
Legislatif as deputy for the first 
circonscnptionof Seine-et-Oise. He 
voted with the extreme Left, and 
was one of those who signed the 
^manifesto after the disturbances 


caused by the funeral of the Deputy 
Baudin. During the siege of Pans 
he remained in the capital, which 
he quitted after the annistice, in 
order to take his seat in the N ational 
Assembly, he having been elected a 
deputy for the department of Seine- 
et-Oise. He was a zealous suppoi'ter 
of his old friend M. Thiers. He 
was elected a Life Senator by the 
National Assembly, Dec 10, 1875, 
and took his seat among the Ee- 
publican minority. At the termina- 
tion of the ministerial crisis, occa- 
sioned by the execution of the 
decrees against the unauthorized 
religious communities, he accepted 
the portfolio of Foreign Affairs, in 
succession to M. de Freycinet, in 
the Cabinet which was reconstituted 
under the presidency of M. Jules 
Ferry (Sept. 23, 1880). His princi- 
pal works are • — '^Politique d^Aris- 
tote^^ (Pans, 1837; 2nd ed. 1848) ; 
"De la Logique d'Aristote,” a 
memoir which received the prize of 
the Institute, 1838 ; “ La Logique 
d’Aristote,^' translated into French 
for the first time, 1839-44; "Psy- 
chologic d'Aristote . Traitd de 
TAme,^’ 1846 , and Opuscules,” 
translated for the first time, 1847 ; 
"De TEcole d'Alexandrie,” report 
to the Institute, preceded by an 
" Essai sur la Methode des Alexan- 
drins et le Mysticisms,” 1815 ; " Des 
Yedas,” 1854; "Du Bouddhisme,” 
1855; and "LeBoudha et saEeli- 
gion,” 1866. 

BAETLETT, John Eussell, 
bom in Providence, Ehode Island, 
Oct. 23, 1805. At an early age he 
was placed in a banking-house, and 
for six years was cashier of the 
Globe Bank in Providence. While 
there he was one of the originators 
of the Athenaeum and an active 
member of the Franklin Society for 
the Cultivation of the Sciences, 
before which he occasionally lec- 
tured.^ In 1837 he became a book- 
seller in New York, in partnership 
with Mr. Welford, devoting his 
leisure hours to the study of history 
and ethnology. He was one of the 
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founders of the American Ethno- 
logical Society, and Secretary of the 
New York Historical Society. In 
1850 he was appointed Commissioner 
for the survey of the boundary-line 
between the United States and 
Mexico. The results of this survey, 
which occupied three years, and 
embraced observations in astro- 
nomy, ethnology, and natural 
history, were published by the 
United States Government in 1857- 
68. In 1855 he was elected Secre- 
tary of State of Bhode Island, and 
has been continued in that office by 
repeated elections. In 1861-62 he 
was acting Governor of Bhode 
Island. Besides editing and pub- 
lishing the records of the colony 
of Bhode Island, he has issued 
" The Progress of Ethnology,” 
1847? " Beminiscences of Albert 
Gallatin,” 1849 j Dictionary of 
Americanisms,” 1848 ; Personal 
Narrative of Explorations and 
Incidents in Texas, New Mexico, 
California, Sonora, and Chihua- 
hua,” 1856 j Index to the Acts 
and Besolves of the General As- 
sembly of Bhode Island” (1758- 
1862) 5 " History of the Destruction 
of H B.M. Schooner Gasper,” 1862 ; 
"Bibliography of Bhode Island,” 
1864 5 " Bibliotheca Americana,” 
4 vols., 1865-70 j " Literature of the 
BebeHion,” *1867 j "Memoirs of 
Bhode Island Officers in the War 
of the Bebellion,” 1867 ; " Primeval 
Man,” 1868; "History of the 
Wanton Eamily in Bhode Island,” 
1879; ^d an enlarged edition of 
his " Dictionary of .^ericanisms,” 
1878 

BASCHET, Abmand, a French 
writer, born at Blois in 1829. He 
first became known by some strilang 
artistic and hterary criticisms in 
different periodicals, and afterwards 
published Honore de Balzac,^'* 
with historical notes by M. Champ- 
fleury (1851), and " Les Origines de 
Werther” (1856). He was then 
sent on a mission to examine the 
archives of Venice, and his reputa- 
tion as an author rests mainly on 


the many interesting puidicatioiio 
resulting from his rosoa relics among 
the old Italian manns<'}Mpts. Those 
works include " Les Ar<‘hives dc la 
Sih’cmshhiic RepiihIhpK* de Veniso: 
Souvenirn d’um* Mission,” 1858 , 
" La Diplomatic Yeiiitionnc • les 
Princes de I’Europc au XV1‘ sk'^cIc, 
d*apr('^B les rappoi*ts dcs Amliassa- 
deurs Venitions,” 1862; “Lea 
Archives dc Veniso : llistoirc d(3 la 
Chancellcric secrete,” 1870 ; “ Lc 
Boi chez la Beiiic, <‘>u Ilistoii’c 
secrete du mariage do Louis XIII. 
et d’Anno d'Autrielic, ernpres le 
journal de la santo du Roi, los 
dep<3ches du Nonce, 18G1-, 

2nd cd. 1866. From other sources 
M. Baaclict has olitained the mate- 
rials for “ Journal <lu Concilo do 
Trontc, redig6 par un Secretaire 
Vemtien,” 1870; “ Le Dm; de 
Saint-Simon, son cabinet (‘t I’bis- 
torique do bps inanuscrits,” 1871; 
"Histoiro dp DepAt d<*s Archives 
des Affaires li3trangi*res,” 1875 ; and 
"Les Comedions Italicns h la Cour 
do Franco,” 1882, a charming 
volume, full of new and piquant 
details concerning tlu' French 
sovereigns, the Duke of Mantua, 
and others. He piihliHh(‘d, in con- 
junction with M. Fcuillt^t de Con- 
ches, " Les Femmes blondes scion 
les peintres de r<''‘cole de Veniso,” 
1858; and he translated from the 
German of Alfred von Bouinont 
"La J’eunesso de Catherine do 
Mediois,” 1866. H. Haschet was 
decorated with the cross of the 
Legion of Honour in 1862. 

BASTIAN, Hrnky Cn/vanTON, 
M.D., F.B.S., FJi.S., was bom at 
Truro, in Cornwall, Ajiril 2(), 1887 ; 
was edaicated at a private school at 
Falmouth, and in University Col- 
lege, London. He gradtiated M.A. 
m 1861, M.B. in 1802, and M.D. in 
1866 ; these degrees being conferred 
by the University of London. Ho 
was elected F.B.S. in 1868, and 
F.B.C.P. in 1871. Dr. Bastian is 
also a Fellow of several Medical 
Societies, In 1860 he was ap- 
pointed Lecturer on Pathology, and 
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Assistant-Pliysiciau to St. Mary's 
Hospital. These posts he held un- 
til his appointment as Professor of 
Pathological Anatomy in University 
College^ and Assistant-Physician to 
University College Hospital m 
Dec. 1867. He was elected a physi- 
cian to this hospital in 1871 ; and 
in 1878, on taking charge of in- 
patients, a professorship of clinical 
medicine was conferred upon him. 
Dr. Bastian was Dean of the 
Faculty of Medicine in University 
College during the sessions 1874-5, 
and 1875-6 j and he served as 
Examiner in Medicine to the 
Queen's University in Ireland for 
1876-79. Dr. Bastian has pub- 
lished the following works : — "The 
Modes of Origin of Lowest Organ- 
isms," 1871; "The Begmnings of 
Life," 2 vols , 1872 ; " Evolution 
and the Origm of Life," 1874 j 
" Clinical Lectures on the Common 
Forms of Paralysis from Bram 
Disease," 1875 ; and " The Brain as 
an Organ of Mind," 1880. The 
latter work has been translated 
into French and German. He is 
also the author of " Memoirs on 
Nematoids. Parasitic and Free," 
in the Ph%loso;phical Transactions 
and the Transactions of the Linnoean 
Society. In his monograph on the 
Anguillulidae he described 100 new 
species discovered by him in this 
country. He is also the author of 
numerous papers on Pathology, in 
the Transactions of the Pathological 
Society ; of papers on the more re- 
condite departments of Cerebral 
Physiology in the Journal of Mental 
Science^ and other periodicals , and 
of some joint articles with the 
editor in Dr. Iteynold's " System of 
Medicine and he is also one of 
the prmcipal contributors to 
Quain's " Dictionary of Medicine " 
(1882), having written nearly the 
whole of the articles on Diseases of 
the Spinal Cord, as well as many 
others on Diseases of the Nervous 
System. 

BATBIE, Anselme Poltcabpe, 
was born at Seissan, in the depart- 


ment of Gers, France, May 31, 
1828. He studied classics at Auch 
and law at Toulouse At the com- 
petition, in 1849, he became Audi- 
tor to the Council of State, and 
was created Doctor of Law by the 
Faculty of Pans in the following 
year. When, after the events of 
Deo. 1851, the Council of State was 
re-modelled, M. Batbie's services 
were no longer required as Auditor, 
and he then applied himself to the 
teachmg of law, in connection 
with the Faculties of Dijon and 
Toulouse. In 1853 he was elected 
a member of the Academy of Legis- 
lation in the latter town, and he 
published in the "Transactions” 
of this learned body a dissertation 
on the "Forum Judicum" of the 
Visigoths. He delivered at Tou- 
louse (1854-56) a series of lec- 
tures on public and administrative 
law compared. In Jan. 1857, he 
became Assistant-Professor at Paris, 
where, in 1862, he commenced a 
course of lectures, which has been 
contmued to the present time, on 
administrative law, and also 
another course on political economy. 
In 1860, at the request of M. Kou- 
land. Minister of Public Instruc- 
tion, he visited the universities of 
Belgium, Holland, and Germany, 
in order to study the methods 
adopted by them for teaching pub- 
lic and administrative law. In the 
same year the Academy of Moral 
and Political Sciences awarded to 
him the Faucher prize for a disser- 
tation on the life and works of 
Turgot, published under the title 
of " Turgot, philosophe, economiste, 
et admini strateur ." In 1861 he 
began the publication of a " Trait6 
theorique et pratique du droit 
publique et administratif,” which 
was to be completed in six volumes. 
The Academy of Moral and Politi- 
cal Sciences showed their apprecia- 
tion of M. Batbie's stupes by 
awarding him, in 1862, the grand 
Beaujour prize for a treatise on the 
institutions of popular credit, pub- 
lished under the title of " Le 
O 2 
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CrMit popiilaire/* and one of the 
ordinary prizes of the year for a 
dissertation on Le Br^t ^ inter^t.^^ 
At the elections of Feb. 187l> M. 
Batbie^ who until then had scrupu- 
lously held aloof from political 
lifCj was elected a member of the 
National Assembly by the depart- 
ment of G-ers, receiving 59,860 
votes, which placed him at the head 
of the poll He took his place 
among the members of the Eight 
Centre, and his great ability soon 
caused him to be regarded as one 
of the leaders of the Monarchical 
party. He was a member of many 
important commissions, including 
the Commission of Fifteen, which 
was appointed to watch the nego- 
tiations for the Treaty of Peace, the 
Com, mission of Inquiry into the 
Organisation of the City of Ppis 
and the Department of the Seine, 
the Commission of Thirty, the 
Commission of Pardons, and the 
Commission for the il^form of 
Legal Studies. He was also the 
reporter of the Bill for the re- 
organisation of the Council of 
State. M. Batbie was one of the 
delegates of the Right who, on 
June 20, 1873, were authorised to 
present to M. Thiers, President of 
the Republic, the ultimatum of the 
majority in the Chamber. He was 
also the reporter of the Herdrel 
Commission, which was charged 
with the task of replying to the 
Presidential message of Nov. 13, 
1873. In the administration of 
the Due de Broglie, M. Bathie was 
Minister of Public Instruction and 
Public Worship. He resigned with 
his colleagues, Nov. 36, 1873. He 
was nest nominated President of 
the Commission of Thirty, which 
was engaged in examining the sup- 
plementary constitutional laws. In 
Dec. 1875, he was elected a Senator 
by the department of Gers; his 
term of ofice expired in 1879. In 
addition to the works already men- 
tioned, M. Batbie is the author of 
Doctrine et Jurisprudence en ma- 
tiere d" Appel comme d'abus,^^ 1852 ; 


Precis du coiu's do droit public et 
administratif,”^ 1863 j Nouveau 
cours d'economie politique,” 2 vols , 
1861 — 65; and '"Melanges d'5cono- 
mie politique,” 1865. 

BATEMAN, Kate Josephine, 
bom in Baltimore, Maryland, in 
1842 Both her parents were actors, 
and she, ivith her sister, two years 
older than herself, appeared in 
public as the " Bateman Childi’en ” 
as early as 1850 She afterwards 
prepared herself assiduously for 
the stage, and in 1859 played suc- 
cessfully in the leading American 
theatres, her principal characters 
being those of Evangeline, foun- 
ded on Longfellow^s poem ; Geral- 
dine, m a play written for her by 
her mother ; Julia, in the " Hunch- 
back;” Panline, m the '"Lady of 
Lyons and Juhet and Lady Mac- 
beth. She arrived in England in 
the antumn of 1863, and appeared 
210 times in the character of the 
Jewish maiden Leah, in an adapta- 
tion of the German play, De- 
borah,” at the Adelphi Theatre, 
Oct. 1. After a provincial tour, 
she re-appeared at the Adelphi, 
playing Julia in the "" Hunchback,” 
and other characters. She took a 
farewell of the English public at 
Her Majesty's Theatre, in the 
character of Juliet, in "" Romeo 
and Juliet,” Deo. 22, 1865, and was 
married to Mr. George Crowe, in 
Oct. 1866. Mrs. Crowe returned to 
the stage in 1868, retaining her 
stage name of Kate Bateman. She 
has made the character of Leah 
peculiarly her own. In 1872, and 
subsequently, she appeared with 
great success in London as Medea, 
in the play of that name. In 
1875, on a revival of "*■ Macbeth ” 
at the Lyceum (Mr. Irving as Mac- 
beth) she played the part of Lady 
Macbeth. She also sustained the 
title rdle in Mr. Tennyson's Queen 
Mary,” which was produced at the 
same house m April, 1876. Miss 
Bateman afterwards became the 
lessee of Sadler's Wells Theatre. 

BATH AND WELLS, Bishop

BAUBISSIJSTj Ulrich, Count 
VON, a Grerman author, born Feb 
22, 1816, at Q-reifswald, Prussia, 
passed his childhood in his parents^ 
house in Jutland, and then studied 
for the military profession in the 
academy for cadets at Copenhagen, 
from which he passed into the 
Danish Army Accordingly he 
fought on the Danish side in the 
first war between Q-ermany and 
Denmark, and he received m 1849, 
at Duppel, a severe wound, the 
results of which caused him in 1861, 
he being then a Major, to procure 
his discharge from the service. He 
thereupon went to South G-ermany, 
and resided first at Munich, then at 
Constance, and afterwards at Cann- 
stadt, devotmg himself to literary 
pursuits. He soon acquired a repu- 
tation as a dramatic poet and 
novelist. His comedies were pub- 
lished in a collected form in the 
^'Bdeinigkeiten fur das deutsche 
Theater,^^ 1863 His principal novel 
is ^^Wanderungen durch Jahrtau- 
sende,^^ descrip£ve of life and man- 
ners m past times in Swabia. 

BAUDRY, Paul Jacques AimjS, 
a French painter, born at Bourbon, 
Vendee, Nov. 7, 1828. His father 
was an artisan, burdened with a 
numerous family. He educated his 
son as best he could, and even had 
him taught music. But a humble 
teacher of drawing, named Sartoris, 
detected and developed in the boy 
another faculty At that time the 
prefect of Vendee chanced to bo M. 
Gauja, an ex-contributor to the 
Nationals a friend of M Thiers, and 
a lover of painting . This gentleman 
took an interest in Baudry, and 
helped to get for him a small allow- 
ance from the Department to enable 
him to study at Paris. "The lad very 
speedily distingiiished himself at 
the ilcole des Beaux Arts. He 
leaped from success to success, he 
carried off the gran^ pm de Egme in 


1850, the subject bemg “Zenobia 
discovered on the banks of the 
Araxes In the Salon of 1857 he 
exhibited ^‘‘The Punishment of a 
Vestal,” Fortune and the Child,” 
^"Leda,” and a portrait of M. Beule. 
His reputation was now firmly 
established. Subsequently he ex- 
hibited “The Penitent Magdalen,” 
“The Toilet of Venus,” “Guille- 
mette,” three portraits, 1839 ; 
“Charlotte Corday,” “Amphitrite,” 
several portraits, including those of 
M. Guizot (belonging to Sir John 
Boileau), M Charles Dupin, Made- 
moiselle Madeleine Brohan, and the 
son of Madame la Comtesse Swicy 
towska, 1861; “The Pearl and the 
Wave” (a Persian fable), and two 
portraits, 1863; “Diana” and a por- 
trait, 1865 ; and the portrait of M. 
Charles Gamier, the architect, 1869. 
But M. Baudry is best known by 
the magnificent pictures he executed 
for the decoration of the foyer of 
the new Opera House at Pans. His 
intimate friend, M Edmond About, 
says : — “ When the architect Charles 
Gamier proceeded to allot the 
works, he intrusted the voussures of 
the foyer to Baudry, who had already 
executed important decorative works 
at the Hdtel Fould and elsewhere. 
The commission, like all State com- 
missions, was neither well nor ill 
paid at the price of 140,000 francs. 
But when the artist learned t!^t 
there was a talk of giving the ceil- 
ings and the spaces above the doors 
to another, he offered to paint the 
whole himself without increase of 
pay, thus reducing his reward to 
280 francs per superficial metre ; the 
work occupies 500 metres square. 
Before drawing his first sketch, he 
made two journeys, one to London, 
and the other to Rome. At the 
Kensington Museum he copied the 
seven Cartoons of Raphael At the 
Vatican he copied eleven enormous 
morsels of Michael Angelo, all to 
endue himself with the spirit of the 
masters, and to catch for himself le 
hon pli. That done, there only re- 
mained to shut himself for eight

years in tlie damp building of tbe 
rising Opera-bouse. There he oc- 
t'upied three stndiosj one on the 
sirfch storey, another on the tenth, 
and the last quite at the top, under 
the cupola, whence neither cold nor 
heat could dislodge him. His whole 
life was there. He slept and ate in 
a loge de danseuse, furnished with 
his student's furniture. He lived 
whole months without seeing any 
other faces than those of his models 
and the old housekeeper, and very 
occasionally a friend " In 1870 he 
was elected a member of the 
Academy of Fine Arts. M Baudry 
was decorated with the Legion of 
Honour in 1861, and was raised to 
the rank of Commander in March, 
1875. 

BAVARIA, Kino op. (See 
Louis II ) 

BAXTER, The Right Hon. Wil- 
LiAjyc Edwajbd, M.P., was born at 
Dundee, in 1825, and after passing 
through the High School of that 
town, studied in the University of 
ISdinburgh. In 1855 he succeeded 
the late Mr. Joseph Hume as M P. 
for the Montrose burghs, which he 
has represented ever since. He was 
offered office under G-overnment 
more than once, but declined, until 
Mr. Gladstone, in 1868, formed an 
administration pledged to economy, 
when he accepted the appointment 
of Secretary to the Admiralty. In 
March, 1871, he succeeded Mr. 
Stansfeld as Secretary to the Trea- 
sury, which office he resigned Aug 
6, 1873 He was sworn of the Privy 
. Council, March 24, 1873. Mr Bax- 
ter, who carries on business as a 
foreign merchant in Dundee, was a 
conspicuous supporter of the Horth 
during the American war, and is a 
well-known opponent of Church es- 
tablishments. He is the author 
of ''Impressions of Central and 
Southern Europe, being notes of 
successive journeys m Germany, 
Austria, Italy, Switzerland, and the 
Levant," 1850 ; "The Tagus and the 
Tiber: or, Notes of Travel in Por- 
tugal, Spain, and Italy, in 1850-61,” 


2 vols, 1852, "America and the 
Americans,” 1855, "Hints to 
Thinkers or. Lectures for the 
Times,” 1860, "Free Italy," a lec- 
ture delivered in 1874; and "A 
Winter in India,” in 1882 

BAYER, Robert, an Austrian 
writer, generally known by his nom 
de guerre of Robert Byr, was born 
at Bregenz in the Tyrol, April 15, 
1835, and received his education in 
the Military Academy at Wiener- 
Neustadt, which he left on his 
appointment as lieutenant in the 
Count Radetzky's Hussar Regiment. 
In 1859 he was advanced to the 
rank of captain, and during the 
Italian campaign he was placed on 
the general staff. After the con- 
clusion of peace, Bayer began his 
literary career by the publication 
of his "Sketches of Military Life,” 
(" Kantonierungsbildern,” 1860) . 
In 1862 he retired from active ser- 
vice and settled in his native town, 
where he still continues to reside. 
Bayer is chiefly known to fame as a 
novelist; his tragedy "Lady Glos- 
ter” (1872), being his only essay in 
dramatic composition. Military 
life he has described in his first 
work, already mentioned, in "Aus- 
trian Garrisons” ("Oesterreichisohe 
Garnisonen,” 18G3), and "In Quar- 
ters” ("Auf der Station,” 1860). 
His "In the years Nine and Thir- 
teen” ("Anno Neun and Dreizehn,” 

1865) , contain biographical sketches 
of actors in the German War of In- 
dependence. To another class of 
works belong the following novels ; 
"The Home of a German Count” 
("Ein deutschos Grafenhaus,” 

1866) , "With a Brazen Face” 
("Mit ehemer Stirn,” 1868) ; "The 
Struggle for Life” ("Der Kampf 
urns Dasein,” 18G9); “Sphinx,” 
1870; "Nomaden,” 1871; "Ruin” 
("Triimmer,” 1871); "Quatuor,”a 
collection of tales, 187b; "Ghosts” 
("Larven,” 1876); and "A Secret 
Despatch” ("Eine geheime De- 
pesche,” 1880) ; and "Sesam,” 1880. 

BAYNE, Peter, M.A., LL.D 

born in the manse of Fodderty 
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Eoss-shirej Scotland, Oct. 19, 1830, 
took the degree of M A atMarischal 
College, Aberdeen. He was the win- 
ner of a prize for a poem, open to 
competition by the whole univer- 
sity, and after taking his degree he 
won the Blackwell prize (.£40) for 
a prose essay. He was appointed 
successively editor of the G-lasgow 
Commonwealth^ the Edinburgh W%t- 
nesSj the Dial, and the Weekly 
Review, the two last published in 
London. His biographical sketches 
in an Edinburgh magazine attracted 
attention, and led to the publica- 
tion, in 1855, of "The Christian 
Life in the present Time," a trea- 
tise intended to prove, in a series of 
illustrative biographies, that belief 
in Christianity is compatible with 
high intellectual gifts, and the 
noblest moral character. The book 
was popular, especially in America, 
where- two volumes of Essays by 
Mr. Bayne, were published in 1857 
A volume of Biographical and Cri- 
tical Essays, a treatise on "The 
Testimony of Christ to Chris- 
tianity," and an historical drama 
on "The Days of Jezebel," have 
been published by him in this 
country. He has been a contributor 
to the Contemporary/, Fortnightly, 
British Quarterly, and London Quar- 
terly Reviews and to Fraser, and 
other magazines. He edited the 
letters, and sketched the life of 
Hugh Miller in two volumes, in 
the course of which it appeared 
that his own views of geological 
evolution are more m accordance 
with those of Darwin and Huxley 
than with those of Miller An essay 
on the Puritans published by him in 
1862 was well spoken of, and he has 
since engaged in extensive studies 
of the Puritan period. A volume 
on " The Chief Actors in the Puritan 
Revolution," was published by him 
in 1878. He has since published 
" Lessons from my Masters," being 
his matured views on Carlyle, Ten- 
nyson, and Euskin; and "Two 
G-reat Englishwomen, with an Essay 
on Poetry," being his final estimate 


of Mrs. Browning, and Charlotte 
Bronte, and a reply to Mr. M. 
Arnold^s theory of poetical criti- 
cism. In 1879 the University of 
Aberdeen presented him with the 
degree of LL.D. 

BAYNES, Thomas Spencer, 
LL.D., born March 24, 1823, at Wel- 
lington, Somersetshire, was edu- 
cated at a private school at Bath, 
at Bristol College, and at the Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh He was 
assistant to Sir William Hamilton, 
Professor of Logic in that Univer- 
sity, 1851-55 ; Examiner in Logic 
and Mental Philosophy in the 
University of London, 1857-63 ; 
and assistant-editor of the Daily 
News from the autumn of 1857 till 
Oct. 1864. During his residence 
in London, Mr. Baynes, besides 
writing a large number of articles 
in the Daily News on the civil war 
in America, contributed to several 
literary journals, especially the 
Literary Gazette and the Athencsum, 
but he kept up his studies in his 
special subject — logic and mental 
science — ^by delivering lectures, and 
taking private pupils to prepare for 
the University and India Civil Ser- 
vice Examinations. He was elected 
Professor of Logic, Rhetoric, and 
Metaphysics in the University of 
St. Andrews in Oct. 1864. Professor 
Baynes has published a translation 
of the "Port Royal Logic,” 1851, 
which has gone through seven edi- 
tions ; and an Essay on the New 
Analjdjic of Logical Eorms," with 
notes and historical appendix, 1852. 
Professor Baynes examined in Men- 
tal Philosophy for the India Civil 
Service in 1871 He was reap- 
pointed Examiner in Logic and 
Mental Philosophy in the University 
of London in 1873, and held the 
office for the usual term of five 
years . Professor Baynes was elected 
a member of the Atheneeum Club 
by the committee in 1877. He is 
now editing the ninth edition of 
the " Encyclopeedia Britannica.” 
Professor Baynes contributed re- 
gularly to the Minburgh Review 
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(1869-75) eleven articles in aU — 
some of wlncli attracted consider- 
able notice. At one time lie con- 
tributed to tbe North British Review, 
and lie wrote occasionally in Fraser's 
Magazine, the Pall Mall Gazette, 
and tbe Saturday Review. He took 
bis degree of XiL B. in tbe Uni- 
versity of London ; and tbe honorary 
degree of LL.B. was conferred upon 
biTTt by tbe Ifniversity of Edm- 
burgb, April 22, 1874. 

BAZAINE, Francois Achille, 
a Marshal of France^ was born Feb 
13, 1811. Having finished bis 
studies in tbe Ecole Polytecbnique, 
be entered tbe army in 1831, served 
in Africa in 1832, was promoted to 
tbe grade of lieutenant in 1836, 
and received tbe Cross of tbe Legion 
of Honour on tbe field of battle 
In 1837 be was engaged m tbe cam- 
paigns in Spain against tbe Carlists, 
and returned to Algeria with tbe 
rank of captain in 1839. He took 
part in tbe expeditions of Milianab, 
^bylia, and Morocco j was chosen, 
in 1853, at tbe outbreak of tbe war 
in tbe East, to command a brigade 
of infantry; and diming tbe siege of 
Sebastopol was honourably men- 
tioned in tbe despatches of Mar- 
shals Canrobert and Pelissier. He 
subsequently was made a general 
of division, and commanded tbe 
French portion of tbe expedition 
which reduced Hmburn. In 1856 
be was appomted inspector of 
several divisions of infantry. In 
1862 be accepted a command in tbe 
French expedition to Mexico, where 
be greatly distinguished Hmself, 
succeeding Marshal Forey in tbe 
supreme command in 1863. He was 
created a Marshal of France, Sept. 
5, 1864, having been previously 
nominated Commander of tbe Le- 
gion of Honour, Aug. 16, 1856, and 
Grand Cross, July 2, 1863. Wldle 
boldmg tbe supreme command in 
Mexico be drove back President 
Juarez to tbe furthermost frontiers 
of tbe country (1864) ; made him- 
self master of tbe fortified city of 
Oajaea, tbe garrison pf which, con- 


sisting of 7,000 men, suiTenaered 
to him unconditionally (Feb. 8, 
1865) ; and organised against tbe 
partisans of tbe Eepublic a system 
of guerilla warfare, which was car- 
ried into effect with much bravery 
and barbarity, under tbe direction 
of the notorious Colonel Dupin. 
Fatal misunderstandings arose, 
however, between tbe Emperor 
Maximilian and tbe leader of tbe 
French expedition, who was also 
greatly embarrassed by tbe obsti- 
nate resistance of the natives and 
tbe policy pursued by tbe United 
States. At length, in Sept. 1866, 
Marshal Bazaine, finding the main- 
tenance of tbe empire impossible, 
commenced preparations for con- 
ducting bis troops back to France 
He concentrated them on Vera 
Cruz, and prepared for a general 
embarkation, while vigorously re- 
pelling to the last tbe attacks of 
tbe natives. On March 12, 1867, 
be quitted Yera Cruz with the 
whole of tbe expeditionary forces. 
Tbe same year he was appointed to 
tbe command of tbe Third Army 
Corps stationed at Nancy, and on 
Oct. 15, 1869, be was .nominated 
Commander-in-Cbief of the Impe- 
rial Guard. During the earlier 
stages of tbe disastrous war be- 
tween France and Germany, Mar- 
shal Bazaine acted a most conspicu- 
ous part. On the capitulation of 
Sedan be retired to the fortress of 
Metz, which was immediately in- 
vested by tbe German forces under 
Prince Frederick Charles. After a 
siege of seven weeks tbe place 
capitulated, on which memorable 
occasion three marshals, 50 gene- 
rals, over 6,000 officers, and 173,000 
men, laid down their arms. Mar- 
shal Bazaine left Metz on tbe day 
of tbe capitulation, on account of 
bis unpopularity and tbe insecurity 
of bis Hfe. After staying in Eng- 
land for some months, he was, in 
August, 1871, summoned to Ver- 
sailles by tbe Military Commission 
of tbe National Assembly. The 
Commissioners appointed to inquire 
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mto the capitulations made durmg 
the war brought serious charges 
against Marshal Bazainei In con- 
sequence of their report, he was 
handed over to a Council of War 
organized by a special law, and was 
imprisoned at Yersailles during the 
preliminary examination in May, 
1872. He was afterwards tried at 
the G-rand Trianon of Versailles by 
a court-martial of general officers, 
presided over by General the Due 
d^Aumale. He was charged not 
only with military incapacity in 
allowing himself to be blockaded 
by a nearly equal force in Metz, 
and in his ultimate capitulation, 
but also with a treasonable design 
of making himself, by the aid of 
his army, and with the connivance 
of the enemy, independent of the 
Government of National Defence, 
which had been universally acknow- 
ledged by Prance. The trial com- 
menced on Oct, 6, and ended on 
Dec. 10, 1873 . On the charge of poli- 
tical bad faith the court returned 
no direct verdict ; but on the issue 
whether the Marshal had done all 
that was required by duty and 
honour, he was, by a unammous 
vote, found guilty. The court 
condemned the prisoner to degrada- 
tion and to death, but at the same 
time recommended him to mercy 
Two days afterwards, President 
MacMahon commuted the punish- 
ment of death to confinement for 
twenty years in a fortress, and re- 
mitted the ceremony which, ac- 
cording to law, accompanies the 
sentence of degradation. He was, 
however, deprived of all his digni- 
ties, dismissed from the army, and 
sent to undergo his sentence at the 
He Sainte Marguerite, a small 
island just off Cannes, on the 
Mediterranean coast. Here Bazaine 
lived for nine months, enjoymg a 
good deal of freedom, and con- 
stantly in the society of his wife 
and children and of bis old aide-de- 
camp, Colonel Villette. On the 
plea that the health of the children 
was affected, Madame Bazaine left 


the island and sought an interview 
with Marshal MacMahon, the Pre- 
sident of the Eepublic, in the hope 
that he might be induced to allow 
her husband to pass the rest of his 
days an exile but not a prisoner. 
But the President declined to inter- 
fere; and it is believed that the 
coldness of his refusal induced 
Bazaine to try the chance of flight 
On Sunday, Aug. 9, 187-1, he passed 
the evening in conversation with 
Colonel YiUette, and on the follow- 
ing morning a rope was hanging 
down from the parapet of the for- 
tress, and the prisoner was gone. 
It afterwards appeared that Madame 
Bazaine and her cousin had been 
waiting for him in a boat at the 
base of the rock. They took him 
on board a ship which was lying 
near, and he succeeded in escaping 
to Italy. He afterwards proceeded 
to Cologne (Aug. 14), spent a short 
time in England, and ultimately 
took up his residence in Madrid, 
where he arrived Nov. 17, 1874. In 
Sept. 1874, he addressed to the 2^ew 
York Herald an extended and 
elaborate apology for his conduct 
when m command of the French 
army within M^tz. In April, 1883, 
he published a book, dedicated to 
Queen Isabella II , in which he de- 
scribes the share he took dn the 
Franco-German war. 

BAZALGETTE, Sib Joseph 
William, C B., son of the late 
Captain Joseph William Bazal- 
getfce, E.N., was born at Enfield, 
Middlesex, in 1819 At the age of 
eighteen he was articled as a pupil 
to Sir John MacNeil, C.E. In 1815 
he was practising on his own ac- 
count as an engineer in Great 
George-street, Westmmster. In 
Nov. of the year m which the rail- 
way mania commenced he found 
himself at the head of a large staff 
of engmeering assistants, designing 
and laying out schemes for rail- 
ways, ship canals, and other en- 
gineering works in various parts 
of the United Kingdom, and pre- 
paring the surveys and plans for 
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parliamentary deposit, wMcli had j 

to he accomplished by the last day of ' 

Noyemher. While his rempkahle | 
success was most encouraging, its 
effects soon began to tell upon his 
health, which completely gave way 
in 1847, when he was compelled to 
retire from business and go into 
the country, where a year of perfect 
rest restored him to health. In 
1848 he accepted an appointment 
as assistant-engineer under the 
Metropolitan Commission of Sewers. 
On the death of the chief engineer 
of the Commissioners in 1852, Mr. 
Bazalgette was selected from among 
thirty-six candidates to fill the 
vacant position, being first ap- 
pointed under the title of General 
Surveyor of Works, and soon after- 
wards of Chief Engineer. His re- 
port on the failures of the new 
system of drainage in certain pro- 
vincial towns led to the resignation 
of the Commissioners and the ap- 
pointment of a new Commission by 
Lord Palmerston. Mr. Bazalgette 
was elected engineer to the Metro- 
politan Board of Works on its 
establishment in 1856, and was in- 
structed to devise a scheme for the 
drainage of London * Accordingly 
he prepared estimates and designs 
which were executed between 1858 
and 1865 The mam intercepting 
drainage of London is original in 
design, and it is also the most 
perfect, the most comprehensive, 
and at the same time the most 
difficult work of its class that has 
ever been executed. Though little 
thought of now, because it is un- 
seen, it is the work for which its 
author^s reputation as an engineer 
will ever stand highest in the 
opinion of professional engineers. 
Between 1863 and 1874 the Vic- 
toria, the Albert, and the Chelsea 
Embankments, were designed and 
executed by lum, besides many 
other metropolitan improvements, 
such as new streets, subways, and 
artisans' dweUmgs. He has also 
designed and carried out the drain- 
age of many other towns, and has 


devoted much attention to the ques- 
tion of the ))ost int'nns for the dis- 
posal and utilisation of sewage. 
Ho was created a Companion of the 
Bath 111 1871 and knighted in 1874. 

BAZLEY, Siifc Thomas, Bart., 
born at Gihifjw, near Bolton, in 
J707, was educated at th(‘ Bolton 
Traimnar S<ihool. At an early age 
he was appr('ntu;tHl to lesirn cotton- 
spinning at the fitctory of Ains- 
worth & Co. (one(‘ the ebtabliBli- 
ment of Sir ltolH‘rt J'eel & Co.). 
In 1818 he Htarte<l in business at 
Bolton and in 3H2(» removed to 
Manchester. He be<'ame the head 
and sole propriei<-)r of the largest 
fine cotton and lacii thread spinning 
concern in th<" trad(^ <unploying 
more than one thousand hands, and 
ho cstahlished, in conn<’*cti()n witli 
his factoru‘H, sehools ami lecture 
and reading rooms. Mr. Bazley 
was one of tlie c*arlie.st niomhers 
of the Manch(*Htor Anti -Corn Law 
Association, and of tht» (Council of 
the Leagm*; and in 3837, with 
Messrs Itiohard <N>bden an<l John 
Brooks, he opemal tin* h’lH^o-ttade 
campaign at Livi'rpool, tai whioh 
occasion he miuio Ins lir.si puldic 
speech. In 1815 b(‘ was olected 
president of the Man<*h ester Cham- 
ber of Comm(‘re<‘. which post he 
held till 1859. Mr. Ba/doy was 
one of the Royal iJonnniHsi oners of 
the Great Exhilitiion of 1851; he 
served upon the Jioyid Couiinission 
for promoting th<‘ anialganiation of 
the Laws of the United Kingdom} 
and in 1855 ho wan a CommisBioner 
of the Paris Imperial Exhibition. 
In 1858 ho was ob‘etod M.P, for 
Manchester, without a contowt. His 
business and parliamentary duties 
pressing severely up(»n his time 
and attention, in 1862 lui retired 
from the former, and disposed of 
his extensive mills and eoneeme, 
determining to devote hi« time to 
public life. In 1859 and 1B05 he 
was re-elected for Manchester at 
the head of the poll; but in 1868 
he came in second, polling* d4,198 
votes against recorded to 
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favour of Mr. Birley^ tlie Conser- ! 
vative candidate. At tlie general I 
election of Eeb. 1874, be was third I 
on the poll, the votes given for the 
three successful candidates being 
as follows * — Birley, 19,984 ; Cal- 
lender, 19,649 , Bazley, 19,325. He 
was. created a baronet m Oct. 1869, 
and retired from parliamentary life 
in March, 1880 

BEACH, The Eight Hon. Sir 
Michael Edward Hicks, Bart, 
M.P,, eldest son of the late Sir 
Michael Hicks Hicks-Beach, of Wil- 
liamstrip Park, Gloucestershire, the 
eighth baronet, by his wife Har- 
riet Vittoria, daughter of John 
Stratton, Esq., of Earthmghoe 
Lodge, Northamptonshire, was born 
in Portugal Street, London, in 1837 
From Eton he was sent to Christ 
Church, Oxford (B A. 1858 , M.A. 
1861), and in July 1864 he was 
elected M.P. for East Gloucester- 
shire, which constituency he still 
represents in the Conservative inte- 
rest. He was Parliamentary Sec- 
retary to the Poor Law Board from 
Feb till Dec. 1868, with the excep- 
tion of a few weeks, during which 
he was Under-Secretary for the 
Home Department ; and he served 
as a member of the Eoyal Commis- 
sion on Friendly Societies. When 
the Conservatives again came into 
office in Feb, 1874, Sir M. H. Beach 
was appointed Chief Secretary for 
Ireland On taking that office he 
was sworn on the Privy Council, 
and in 1877 he was admitted to a 
seat in the Cabinet In Feb 1878 
he was nominated Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, in the place of 
Lord Carnarvon, who had resigned 
in consequence of a difference with 
his colleagues on the Eastern Ques- 
tion. He went out of office with 
his party in April, 1880. Sir Michael 
is a magistrate and deputy-lieu* 
tenant for Gloucestershire, and 
was for fourteen years Captain in 
the Eoyal North Gloucestershire 
Militia. 

BEAL, James, was born in 1829, 
at Chelsea, and educated at private 


schools. He took an active part as 
the colleague of James Taylor, the 
founder of the Freehold Land move- 
ment, in estabhshing Land and 
Building Societies. Mr. Beal lec- 
tured several nights weekly for 
years in London, the provinces, 
and through Scotiand, and contri- 
buted largely to the Freeholder. In 
consequence of the ritualistic prac- 
tices of the curate of St. Barnabas, 
Pimlico, he brought the well-known 
suit, afterwards merged in a similar 
suit brought by Mr Westerton, 
and known as Westerton and Beal 
V Liddell,” which was the com- 
mencement of the movement that 
cuhxdnated in the Public Worship 
Eegulation Act of 1874. When the 
gas companies of London privately 
districted” the metropolis, he 
conducted, on behalf of twenty-five 
vestries, as hon. secretary to the 
delegates, the parhamentary in- 
quiries in 1857-60, and mainly 
secured the passing of the Metro- 
pohs Gas Act, 1860, and subse- 
quently the City of London Gas 
Act, 1868. He was largely instru- 
mental, acting as hon. secretary, in 
the return of the late J. Stuart Mill 
as M P. for Westminster in 1865, 
and he has been a promment poli- 
tician in Westminster since 1852. 
Mi Beal has devoted much time 
to parhamentary inquiries into the 
government and taxation of the 
metropolis. He was examined be- 
fore the committees of the House 
of Commons in 1861 and 1867, and 
proposed the scheme adopted by 
Mr. Mill, and embodied in the 
three biUs introduced by him and 
by the late Mr. C Buxton and by 
Lord Elcho, to establish a muni- 
cipal government for the metro- 
polis. He is an active member of 
the City Guilds Eeform Associa- 
tion, organised to secure a reform 
in the administration of the City 
Companies, and is the hon. secre- 
tary of the Metropohtan Mimicipal 
Association, formed to create a 
municipality of London. Mr. Beal 
is the author of "Free Trade in

1855, an inquiry into the 
social and commercial mfluence of 
the laws of succession and the 
system of entail (which has been 
recently republished); of pamphlets 
against the Stamp Duty on News- 
papers, and on Direct Taxation. 
He was a frequent contributor to 
the Atlas^ and wrote in that journal 
a History of all the great Joint 
Stock Banks, and is the author of 
a series of letters in the Weekly 
Ihsjgatck, dealmg with the history 
and trusts of City Companies under 
the signature of "Nemesis.” He 
took an active part in securing the 
Eoyal Commission on City Paro- 
chial Charities, now the subject of 
legislation. He secured the Boyal 
Commission on "the Livery Com- 
panies of the City Corporation,” 
and has been twice examined before 
the Commission. He contends that 
the guilds are an integral part of 
the Corporation, and that their 
estates and property and halls are 
public property, and must devolve 
to the new municipality about to 
be created. The government is 
pledged to introduce a bill to create 
the Municipality for London he ha.g 
designed. He is the avowed author 
of the letters on the same subject, 
and "London Water Supply'^ in 
TJie Echo, under the signature of 
"Father Jean.” He has formu- 
lated a demand for the restitution 
of Christ's Hospital to the poor of 
London, and claims that it shall be 
handed over to the London School 
Board. The great return on " Mort- 
main” now before the House of 
Commons was moved for at his 
suggestion. Mr. Beal took an ac- 
tive part in all the movements led 
by Mr. Bright and the late Mr. 
Cobden. 

BEALE, Lionel Smith, M.B , 

P .E.S., Physician to King's College 
Hospital, and Professor of the 
Principles and Practice of Medicine 
in King's College, London, foimerly 
Professor of Physiology and of 
General and Morbid Anatomy, and 
afterwards Professor of Pathological 


Anatomy, was born in London m 
1828, and educated in King's Col- 
lege School He was elected a 
Fellow of the Eoyal College of 
Physicians m 1859, is an Hon. 
Fellow of King's College, a Fellow 
of the Medical Society of Sweden, 
of the Microscopical Societies of 
New York and California, the 
Eoyal Medical and Chirurgical, the 
Microscopical, and the Pathological 
Societies, formerly President of the 
Eoyal Microscopical Society, and of 
the Quekett Club, member of the 
Academy of Sciences of Bologna, 
&c., and the author of several works 
on medicine, physiology, medical 
chemistry, and the microscope. 
Among them are " The Microscope 
in its Application to Practical 
Medicine;” "How to Work with 
the Microscope,” of which there 
have been several editions, "The 
Structure of the Tissues of the 
Body;” "Protoplasm: or. Life, 
Matter, and Mind ; ” " Disease 
Germs, their supposed and real 
Nature, and on the Ti’eatment of 
Diseases caused by their Presence , ” 
" Life Theories, their Influence 
upon Eeligious Thought,” 18^1 ; 
" The Mystery of Life • Facts and 
Arguments against the Physical 
Doctrine of Vitality, in reply to 
Dr. Gull,” 1871 , " The Anatomy 
of the Liver;” "On Slight Ail- 
ments ; ” " The Physiological Ana- 
tomy and Physiology of Man,” in 
conjunction with the late Dr. Todd 
and Mr. Bowman; and of other 
works. He has contributed several 
memoirs to the Eoyal Society, on 
the structure of the liver, on tlie 
distribution of nerves to muscle, on 
the anatomy of nerve-fibres and 
nerve-(^ntres, &c., which are pub- 
lished in the " Philosophical Trans- 
actions,” and in the "Proceedings ” 
of the Eoyal Society. He was tho 
e^tor of the "Archives of Medi-. 
cine,” and has also contributed to 
the Lancet, the Medical Times and 
Gazette, the Medical and QKirwrgical 
Review, and the Microscopioal 
Joumah 
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BEALE, Thomas WiLLERT^born 
in London in 1831, is the author of 
several hundreds of musical compo- 
sitions, duets, quartets, and songs. 
He was called to the bar at Lin- 
coln's Inn m 1863. He is engaged 
in general literature, fiction, and 
criticism, and has contributed to 
the G-entleman^s Magazine, Once a 
Weelc, and other periodicis under 
the nom de guene Walter May- 
nard."^ Mr. Beale is the author of 
a book called "The Enterprising 
Impresario,^^ containing person^ 
remmiscences of Grisi, Mario, 
Wiardot, Meyerbeer, Eossini, and 
Lablache. 

BEAUFORT (Duke oe), Heney 
Charles Fitzeot Somerset, Mar- 
quis and Earl of Worcester, Earl of 
Glamorgan, Yiscount Grosmont,&c., 
was born Feb 1, 1824, and married, 
July 3, 1845, Georgina Charlotte, 
eldest daughter of the late Earl 
Howe, by whom he has issue. His 
grace, who is a Conservative in 
politics, and succeeded his father 
as eighth duke Hov. 17, 1853, is 
Lieut -Colonel in the ai'my, was 
Master of the Horse xmder Earl 
Derby^’s second administration, 
1838-9, and was re-appointed to that 
office under Earl Derby’s third 
administration, in July 1866. His 
grace takes a great interest in 
horse-racmg, and is President of 
the Four-in-Hand Club. 

BEAUREGARD, Pierre Gus- 
tave Toutant, was born at New 
Orleans, Louisiana, in 1818. He 
graduated from West Pomt Mili- 
tary Academy in 1838, and was at 
first assigned to the artillery, whence 
he was subsequently transferred to 
the corps of engineers. He served 
in the Mexican war, and was twice 
wounded He was promoted to a 
captaincy of engineers in 1853, and 
was on duty, superintending the 
-erection of Government buildings 
in New Orleans, and fortifications 
•on the Gulf coast till Jan. 1861, 
when he was* for five days (Jan 
■23-28) Superintendent of the United 
.States Military Academy at West 


Point. He resigned Feb. 20, 1861, 
joined the Confederates, and com- 
menced the civil war by the 
bombardment of Fort Sumter, 
April 12, 1861. He was in actual 
command of the Southern troops at 
Bull Run, July 21, 1861, in which 
the Federals experienced a reverse ; 
for this service he was made a 
brigadier-general. He was second 
in command, under General Sydney 
A. Johnston, at the battle of Shiloh, 
or Pittsburgh Landing, Tennessee, 
April 6, 1862 5 and in the summer 
and autumn of 1863 successfully 
defended Charleston and its out- 
works when besieged by General 
GiUmore. He was subsequently 
connected with the army of Joseph 
E. Johnston in North Carolma up 
to the time of that general’s sur- 
render, April 26, 1865, which 
brought the war to a close. At the 
close of the war he had attained 
the rank of full general, the highest 
grade in the service Since the 
termination of the war. General 
Beam'egard has resided in the 
Southern States ; became president 
of the New Orleans, Jackson, and 
Mississippi Railroad j and for a 
number of years has been one of 
the managers of the Louisiana 
State Lottery. 

BECKER, Bernard Henry, 
author and journalist, born in 
1833, has for several years past 
been attached JioAZi the Year Rounds 
and has wntt^\a large number of 
original storie^and sketches in that 
journal. In 1874 he produced 
" Scientific London” — ^an account of 
the rise, progress, and condition of 
the great scientific institutions of 
the capital. In an article first 
published in Iron, and reprinted in 
"Scientific London,” he attacked 
the management of the Gresham 
Lectures with such effect as to bring 
about a reform of the system under 
which professors are appointed. 
Mr. Becker published in 1878 a 
book in two volumes, entitled 
" Adventurous Lives.^’ Having in 
the winter of 1878-9 acted as the 
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Special Commissioner” of the 
Daily News in Sheffield, Manchester, 
and other distressed districts of the 
North and Midlands, he was sent 
in a similar capacity to Ireland in 
the autumn of 1880, when he dis- 
covered Mr. and Mrs. Boycott 
herding sheep, and wrote those 
letters on the state of Connaught 
and Munster which have since 
appeared in a collected form as 

Disturbed Ireland,” and given 
rise to several discussions in the 
House of Commons. While differ- 
ing from Mr. Becker on some minor 
points, the Eight Hon W. E 
Eorster, then Chief Secretary for 
Ireland, bore testimony to the 
perfect fairness and general accu- 
racy of his statements. Mr. Becker 
writes regularly for the Daily News 
and the World, and contributes art 
and dramatic criticisms to several 
other journals. 

BEGKLESj The Eight Eev. Ed- 
ward Htndmah, D.D., son of the 
late John Alleyne Beckles, Esq. 
(descended from the Beckles family 
of Durham), was bom m Barbadoes, 
in 1816, received his education at 
Codrin^n College, Barbadoes, and 
after holding different cures in the 
West Indies, was consecrated 
Bishop of Sierra-Leone m 1859. 
He resigned that see in 1870, being 
succeeded in it by Dr. Cheetham 
In the same year he was appointed 
rector of Wootton, Dover, and m 
1873, rector of St. Peter’s, Bethnal 
Crreen, London. In Eeb. 1877, he 
w^ appointed Superintending 
Bishop of the English Episcopalian 
congregations in Scotland. 

BECEX, Peter John, G-eneral 
of the Jesuits, was bom at Sichem, 
in Belgium, Feb. 8, 1793, and edu- 
cated for the priesthood. Shortly 
after receiving priest’s orders he 
was admitted into the Society of 
Jesus, at Hildesheim, in Oct. 1819. 
Hjs superiors soon perceived that he 
possessed rare abihties, and em- 
ployed him on several delicate mis- 
sions. When the Duke Ferdinand 
of Anhalt-Fothen became a convert 


to the Catholic religion, young 
Beckx was appointed his confessor, 
and he officiated for some years as 
priest of the new Cathohc church 
which was built at Kothen. After 
the decease of the Duke he con- 
tinued at the court with his widow, 
the Countess Julia, whom, at a later 
period, he accompanied to Vienna. 
In 1847 he was appointed procurator 
for the province of Austria, and in 
this capacity he went to the College 
of Procurators " at Eome. In the 
following year the J esuits were tem- 
porarily driven from Austria, and 
consequently Father Beckx, being 
unable to return to that country, 
repaired to Belgium, and was nomi- 
nated rector of the college belong- 
ing to his order at Louvain. When 
the Jesuits were re-established in 
Austria, he zealously supported the 
projects of the Government, which 
were highly favourable to the in- 
terests of the Church. He lent his 
powerful aid to the Primate of 
Hungary, Cardinal Szeitowsky, who 
succeeded in obtaining the re- 
mstatement of the Jesuits in that 
portion of the empire, and founding 
the noviciate at Tyrnan. Being 
sent to the assembly summoned at 
Eome in 1853, to choose a successor 
to Father Eoothan, he was elected 
Superior of the Order. The success 
of the Jesuits since that time, espe- 
cially in non-Catholio countries, is 
due,, in no slight degree, to the 
ability and foresight of Father 
Beckx. Besides some minor wi’it- 
ings and occasional discourses, he 
has published a Month of Mary ” 
(Vienna, 1843), which has passed 
through numerous editions, and 
been translated into many lan- 
guages. 

BEDDOE, John, M.D., F.E.S., 
born at Bewdley, m Worcestershire, 
September 21, 1826, was educated 
at Bridgnorth School, University 
College, London, and the University 
of Edinburgh. He graduated B.A. 
at London in 1851, and M D. at 
Edinburgh m 1853. Dr. Beddoe 
served on the civil medical staff 
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dTirmg the Crimea<n wao:. Since 
then he has practised as a physician 
at Clifton^ and held sundry hospital 
appointments * He was President of 
the Anthropological Society in 1869 
and 1870, and he was a member of 
the council of the British Association 
for several years. He was elected a 
Fellow of the Eoyal Society, and a 
Fellow of the Eoyal College of Phy- 
sicians, in 1873. Dr. Beddoe has 
written numerous papers, medical, 
statistical, and anthropological, and 
he has largely applied the numerical 
method to ethnology. His principal 
works are, ^"Stature and Bulk of 
Man in the British Isles,'^ 1869-70 ,* 
'^Origin of the English Nation” 
(unpublished, but took first prize, 
ilSO, of the Welsh National Eis- 
teddfod) j Eelations of Tempera- 
ment and Complexion to Disease ; ” 
" On Hospital Dietaries j ” and 
" Comparison of Mortality in Eng- 
land and Australia.” He is joint 
author of the “ Anthropological In- 
sti’uctions for Travellers” of the 
British Association. 

BEECHEE, Henrt Waed, 
fourth son of Lyman Beecher and 
Eoxana Foote Beecher, born at 
Litchfield, Connecticut, June 24, 
1813. He studied in public Latm 
schools at Boston, graduated at 
Amherst College, Mass,, 1834, and 
studied theology under his father 
at the Lane Seminary, near Cincin- 
nati, Ohio. He first settled as a 
Presbyterian minister at Lam’ence- 
burg, Indiana, in 1837, removed in 
1839 to Indianapolis, and became 
pastor of the- Plymouth Congrega- 
tional Church at Brooklyn, New 
York, in 1847. Ms church edifice 
has seating capacity for nearly 3,000 
persons, and Ins church has a mem- 
bership of over 2,000 During his 
whole career he has mingled to a 
greater extent than almost any other 
preacher and pastor of his denomi- 
nation in matters not directly pro- 
fessional. For nearly a year, during 
his theological course, he edited the 
Cincinnati Joumaly a religious 
weekly. In Indiana he was editor 


of the Farmer and Gardener, In 
Brooklyn he was soon known as an 
earnest opponent of slavery, and an 
advocate of temperance, peace, and 
other reforms, and very early be- 
came prominent as a platform ora- 
tor and lecturer. He has always 
been a strong Eepublican, and has 
preached a number of pohtical 
sermons from his pulpit, and has 
addressed a number of pohtical 
meetings. From the date of the 
estabhshment of the Independent 
newspaper to 1858, he was a con- 
stant contributor to its columns, 
and from 1861 to 1863 its chief editor. 
In 1870 he became the editor-in- 
chief of the Christian Union, a 
weekly religious paper, a position he 
retained for about ten years, when 
he resigned it to Mr. Lyman Abbott, 
his associate editor. Mr Beecher 
has twice visited Europe, and the 
last time (in 1863) addressed large 
audiences in the principal cities of 
Great Britain on the questions 
evolved by the civil war then raging 
in the United States. In 1871, 
Henry W. Sage, a parishioner of 
Mr. Beecher's, founded a lectureship 
of Preaching, called the "Lyman 
Beecher Lecimreship,” in the Yale 
CoEege Divinity School, and the 
first three annual courses were de- 
livered by Mr. Beecher. Ms regu- 1 
lar weekly sermons, as taken down| 
by stenographic reporters, have ’ 
been prmted since 1859. Besides 
these he has published "Lectures 
to Young Men,” 1850 ; “ Star 

Papers,” 1855 ; " Plymouth Collec- 
tion of Hymns and Tunes,” 1855 ; 

" Life Thoughts,” 1858 , " Pleasant 
Talks about Fruits, Flowers, and 
Farming,” 1859 ; " Eyes and Ears,” 
1862 ; " Freedom and War,” 1863 j 
"Eoyal Trnths,” 1864; "Aids to 
Prayer,” 1864; "Pulpit Pungen- 
cies,” 1866 ; " Prayers from Ply- 
mouth Pulpit,” 1867 ; " Norwood,” 
a novel, 1867 ; " Overture of Angels,” 
1869 ; " Lecture-Eoom Talks,” 1870 ; 

" Morning and Evening Exercises,” 
1870 ; " Life of Christ ” (of which 
only the first volume has ever been 
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issued), 1871; "Yale Lectures on 
PreacMng,” 3 vols., 1872-74; and 
" A Summer Parish/^ 1874. In the 
summer of 1874 Mr. Theodore Til- 
ton, formerly his associate, and 
afterwards his successor, in the 
editorship of the Independent, 
charged him with criminality with 
Mrs. Tilton. A committee of the 
Plymouth congregation reported 
that this charge was without any 
foundation ; but meanwhile Mr. 
Tilton commenced a civil suit 
against Mr. Beecher, laying his 
damages at 1100,000. The trial was 
protracted during six months ; and 
at its close the ]ury, after being 
locked up for more than a week, 
failed to agi-ee upon a verdict, nine 
being for acquittal of defendant and 
three for conviction. In 1878 Mr. 
Beecher announced that he did not 
believe in the eternity of punish- 
ment, believing that aU punish- 
ments are cautionary and remedial, 
and that no greater cruelty could 
be imagined than the continuance 
of suffering eternally, after all hope 
of reformation is gone. He is un- 
derstood to hold both to the an- 
nihilation of the miserable and the 
restoration of all others . In 1882 he 
formally withdrew from the Associa- 
tion of Congregational Churches on 
account of this change in belief. 

BEECHEE-STOWE, Mes. (See 
Stowe.) 

BEE SLY, Edward Spencer, was 
bom at Feckenham, Worcestershire, 
m 1831, and educated at Wadham 
College, Oxford. He was appointed 
Assistant-Master of Marlborough 
College in 1854, and Professor of 
History in University College, Lon- 
don, in 1860. Professor Beesly is 
the author of several review articles, 
pamphlets, &c., on historical, po- 
litical, and social questions, 
treated from the Positivist point of 
view. His translation of Auguste 
Comte^s " System of Positive Polity, 
or Treatise on Sociology," is in 
course of pubhcation. The third 
volume appeared in 1876, under the 
title of "Social Dynamics, or the 


General Theory of Human Progress 
(Philosophy of History)." A series 
of lectures by Mr. Beesly on Roman 
history, entitled " Catiline, Clochus, 
and Tiberius,” was published m 
1878 , 

BEHIC, Armand, statesman, 
bom at Paris, Jan. 15, 1809. Ho 
was appointed at an early age to 
the Adimnistration of Finances, 
was attached to the Treasury of the 
Army in the expedition to Algiers, 
and became Inspector of Finances, 
in which position he made several 
journeys to the colonies, especially 
the Antilles. Ho quitted this de- 
partment to join the Ministry of 
Marine, and became Secretary - 
General. He entered the Chamber 
as Deputy for Avesnes in 1816, and 
was charged with tho examination 
of the law relating to the railway 
from Pans to Lyons. In 1819 he 
was named a representative of the 
people, and shortly afterwards en- 
tered the Council of State, in which 
he remained until 1851, when he 
undertook the superintendence of 
the foundries of Vierzon. In 1853 
he became Inspector-General of the 
Maritime service of the Messagerios 
Imperiales, and afterwards Direc- 
tor. He took an active part in tho 
matter of transports for the Cri- 
mean expedition, and gave great 
impulse to the Indo-China service, 
and to ah the details of the admi- 
nistration He has been succes- 
sively a member of the council of 
administration for public buildings, 
president of the commission for 
the organization of colonial banks, 
member of the Council-General of 
Bouohes-du-Rh6ne for the canton of 
Ciotat. He was created a Com- 
mander of the Legion of Honour, 
Oct. 3, 1863, and succeeded M, 
Rouher as Mmister of Agriculture, 
Commerce, and Public Works, June 
23, 1863, which office he held till 
Jan- 1867, when he was appointed 
a Senator, and received the Grand 
Cross of the Legion of Honour. 
After the fall of the Empire he 
retired from public life for several 
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yearsj ^^ut in Jau., iy76j lie was 
elected a Senator for tlie Depart- 
ment of the Grironde as a professed 
Bonapartist 

BELCEEDIj CoTJisrT Eichabd^ 
Austrian statesman^ of an ancient 
noble family, was bom Eeb. 12, 
1823. In March, 1861, he was ap- 
pointed to an important political 
position in Silesia, and in 1862 was 
promoted to the post of govern- 
mental chief in that province. In 
May, 1863, he was Vice-President 
of the Bohemian Government, and 
an imperial decree of May 27, 1861, 
appointed him Viceroy of Bohemia, 
conferring upon him the dignity of 
a Privy Councillor. In aU these 
capacities Count Belcredi showed 
himself to be possessed of consider- 
able administrative talent and great 
powers of work, and it is generally 
admitted that during his adminis- 
tration in Bohemia he was upon 
the best possible terms with both 
Germans and Czechs. Count Bel- 
eredi, appointed M i n ister of State 
for Austria, and President of the 
Council of Ministers at Vienna, 
July 27, 1865, resigned in Eeb. 1867. 

BELGIANS, King of the. (8ee 
Leopold II.) 

BELL, Isaac Lowthian, F.E.S , 
D C L., son of the late Thomas Bell, 
was born in 1816. After completing 
his studies of physical science at 
Edinburgh TJniversity, and the Sor- 
bonne at Paris, he entered the 
chemical and iron works at "Walker. 
These, under his subsequent ma- 
nagement, were extended. In 1850 
he became connected with the che- 
mical works at Washington, in the 
county of Durham, then in the 
hands of his father-in-law, the late 
H. L. Pattinson, EES. Dnder his 
direction they were greatly en- 
larged, and an extensive establish- 
ment was constructed for the 
manufacture of oxychloride of lead, 
a pigment discovered by Mr. Pat- 
tinson. In 1873 he ceased to be 
a partner in these works, which are 
now carried on by Mr. Pattinson^s 
other sons-in-law. Mr. Beli^ in con- 


nection with his brothers, Messrs 
Thomas and John Bell, founded, in 
1852, the Clarence Works on the 
Tees, one of the earliest, and now 
one of the lai’gest mon-smelting 
concerns on that river, which these 
gentlemen carry on m connection 
with extensive collieries and iron- 
stone mines. At present arrange- 
ments are m progi*ess for obtaining 
salt from a bed of the mineral, 
found at a depth of 1200 feet at 
Port Clarence. Mr Bell has been 
a frequent contributor to various 
learned societies on subjects con- 
nected with the metallur^ of iron, 
and has recently completed a very 
elaborate experimental research on 
the chemical phenomena of the 
blast furnace. In recognition of 
his services as Juror at the Inter- 
national Exhibitions at Philadelphia 
in 1876, and at Paris in 1878, he 
was elected an honorary member of 
the American Philosophical Insti- 
tution, and an Officer of the Legion 
of Honour. He has filled the office 
of Sheriff, and was twice elected 
Mayor of Newcastle-on-Tyne, the 
last time in order to receive the 
members of the British Association 
at their meeting in the year 1863. 
Mr. Bell was a candidate for the 
representation of North Durham in 
Parliament at the general election 
of Dec 1868, but was unsuccessful. 
At the general election of Eeb. 
1874, however, he was elected by 
that constituency in the Libert 
interest, but on petition was un- 
seated. He again contested the 
seat at the election consequent on 
the petition, but was unsuccessful. 
He was elected M.P, for Hartlepool 
in July, 1875, but ceased to repre- 
sent that borough in 1880. 

BELL, John, sculptor, bom in 
Norfolk, in 1811, exhibited at the 
Eoyal Academy, in 1832, a religious 
group, followed by Psyche feed- 
ing a Swan,^' and other poetic works. 
In 1837 he exhibited the model of 
his "Eagle-slayer,” a composition 
which was exhibited in Westminster 
HaU in 1844, and again at the In- 

H 
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ternational ExMbition in 1851. 
Beduced casts in bronze were sub- 
sequently executed for the Art 
Union. In 1841 he exhibited his 
well-known and beautiful figure of 
" Dorothea.” The first statue which 
Mr. BeU was commissioned to exe- 
cute for the new Houses of Parlia- 
ment was that of " Lord Falkland.” 
Among his other workSj which are 
almost wholly of the poetic clasS;, 
may be mentioned "The Babes in the 
Wood,” in marble, now in the South 
Kensington Museum, an "Andro- 
meda” (a bronze), purchased by 
the Queen, which formed leading 
attractions in the sculpture of the 
G-reat Exhibition of 1851, and " Sir 
Eobert Walpole,” in St. Stephen's 
Hall; also Miranda,” "Imogen,” 
"The Last Kiss,” "The Dove’s 
Eefuge,” "Herod Stricken on his 
Throne,” "Lalage,” "The Cross of 
Prayer,” now so well known in the 
photographs of the Stereoscopic 
Company, "The Octoroon,” "Una 
and the Lion,” "Cromwell,” "James 
Montgomery,” the poet, at Shef- 
field, and various busts and sta- 
tuettes. At Westminster Hall, in 
1844, the sculptor appeared as a 
draughtsman with a cartoon, en- 
titled, "The Angel of the PiUar,” 
one of a series of "Compositions 
from the Liturgy,” which have 
smce been published. He executed 
the Weliin^on monument in Guild- 
hall, with colossal figures of Peace 
and War; and the marble statue 
of Armed Science at Woolwich. 
Among his public works are the 
"Guards* Memorial” in Waterloo 
Pla^, Pall Mall, and the Crimean 
Artillery Memorial on the Parade 
at Woolwich. Mr. Bell, who is the 
author of a "Free-Hand Drawing 
Book for the Use of Artizans,” 
"Primary Sensations of the Mind,” 
" The Drama of Ivan,” and various 
essays on art, has devoted some 
attention to decoration, having in- 
troduced, twenty-five years ago, the 
ornamental com bread-platters in 
wood, and bread-knives, which have 
since become a trade, women and 


children being much employed in 
the carving of the platters and 
handles. Also in 1859 he received 
the medal of the Society of Arts 
for the origination of the principle 
of Entasis and definite proportions 
apphed to the obehsk ; and he was 
one of the sculptors employed in 
the completion of the Prince Con- 
sort Memorial in Hyde Park, his 
portion being the colossal group of 
the United States directing the 
progress of America, a large copy 
of which, in terra-cotta, stood in 
the centre of the Fine Arts Hall in 
the Centennial Exhibition at Phila- 
delphia, and has since been re- 
moved to Washington. A reduc- 
tion to a statuette size of this group 
has been produced in bronze for 
Prizes of the Art Union of London. 
He is occupied in various works for 
town and country, which, however, 
are rarely exhibited except in the 
situation for which they are exe- 
cuted, as was the case with the 
marble statue of the late Earl of 
Clarendon, in the great hall of the 
Foreign Office, I)owning Street. 
Mr Bell has been for more than 
thirty years a resident in Kensing- 
ton, where his house, garden, and 
studio are all in one. Here he still 
continues to execute a variety of 
works of the poetic class in marble, 
bronze, and terra-cotta. His marble 
statue of the Eagle-slayer is in the 
collection of Earl Pitzwilliam, at 
Wentworth, of which there is a 
cast in metal, in front of the South 
Kensington Museum. His Imogen 
is in the possession of Lord Cole- 
ridge, and his statue of Andi'omeda 
in the collection of Lord Truro j 
for whom also he is executing a 
life-sized statue of Eve. All these 
works are in marble. 

BELLOC, Mad AMIS Anne Swan- 
ton Louise, widow of J. H. Belloc, 
director of the French Imperial 
School of Design, bom at La 
Eochelle, Oct. 1, 1>79G, is the 
daughter of an Irish officer in the 
French service, named O’Keefe, 
who gave her an excellent English 
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education. She has made the 
writings of Miss Edgeworth^ the 
" Vicar of Wakefield/" & q ., popular 
in France, and has translated 
Moore"s ^^Life of Byron” into 
French. Madame BeUoc is best 
known for her labours in the cause 
of female education in France. 
Assisted by Mdlle. Montgolfier, she 
organized a select circulating 
library, designed to supplant m 
some measure those reading-rooms 
which introduced the most danger- 
ous works to the public. The two 
ladies combmed in editmg a 
monthly journal for the use of fami- 
lies, and in the preparation of 
books, some of which received the 
honours of the Academie, intended 
for the young 

BELMORE, The Right Hon 
Somerset Richard Lowry-Corry, 
Fottrth Earl oe, son of the third 
Earl, whom he succeeded in 1845, 
was born in London in 1835, and 
educated at Cambridge He was 
elected a representative peer for 
Ireland in 1857 ; was Under-Secre- 
tary of State for the Home Depart- 
ment in Lord Derby's third admin- 
istration, from July, 1866, to July, 
1867; and was G-ovemor of Rew 
South Wales from Jan., 1868, to 
Feb., 1872. 

BELOT, Adolphe, was born at 
Pointe-^-I^tre, in the island of 
Guadaloupe, Nov. 6, 1829, and while 
yet very young travelled extensively 
in the United States, Brazil, and 
other parts of North and South 
America. He studied law at Paris, 
and became an advocate at the bar 
of Nancy in 1854. His first at- 
tempt in literature was ‘^'Chati- 
ment ” (Paris, 1855), a novel, which 
failed to attract attention. Two 
years later he brought out la 
Campagne/" a one - act comedy, 
which gave no indication of the 
immense and lastmg success of his 
second dramatic composition, '^Le 
Testament de Cesar Gmodot,” a 
comedy in three acts, written in 
conjunction with M. Charles Ed- 
mond Yilletard, and first performed 


at the Odeon Theatre, Pans, Sept- 
30, 1859. This play stiU holds pos- 
session of the French stage M. 
Belot has written a large number 
of other dramatic pieces, including 
‘■‘"Fromont 3eune et Risler aine,” 
founded on the celebrated novel of 
M. Alphonse Daudet. He is also 
the author of numerous novels, 
some of which have passed through 
as many as forty editions The 
most celebrated of these is Made- 
moiselle Giraud, ma femme” (1870), 
a work distinguished rather by its 
immoral audacity than by its lite- 
rary merit. His later works are 
^^Le Parricide” (1873), in conjunc- 
tion with M. J. Dautin ; Dacolard 
et Lubin,” a sequel to the preceding 
(1874); "Memoires d'unCaissier;” 
'^Helene et Mathilde;” ^^La 
Femme de Feu ; ” "" Deux Femmes ; ” 

Folies de Jeunesse ; ” La Sul- 
tane Parisienne,” an English tran- 
slation of which appeared in 1879 ; 
and an elaborate romance in four 
volumes (1875-6), entitled respect- 
ively, — "Les Mystferes Mondams 
"Les Baigneuses de TrouviUe;” 

Madame Vitel et Mademoiselle 
Leli^vre ; ” and " Une Maison cen- 
trale de Femmes.” Bis drama, 
^^Les Etrangleurs de Paris,” was 
acted for the first time at the Porte 
Saint-Martin Theatre, March 17, 
1880. M. Belot was nominated a 
Chevalier of the Legion of Honour 
in 1867. 

BELT, Richard, sculptor, born 
in 1851, in Smith Square, Westmin- 
ster, was educated at Baroness 
Burdett Coutts" School, Westmin- 
ster. He left school at the age of 
nine, was admitted into Mr. Foley's 
studio in 1869, and became a student 
of the Royal Academy in 1871. 
He exhibited his first work in 1873, 
and up to the present time has 
every year exhibited several sculp- 
tures. Mr. Belt is a member of the 
Royal Institution, and on the Coun- 
cil of the Society of Fine Arts. 
He has executed several public 
works, amongst them the Memorial 
in Stafford Church to Izaak Walton, 
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FondOj at Naples. In 1827 liis first 
dramatic attempt^ an opera in two 
actSj called " Griacinta ed Ernesto^” 
was produced at tlie Fondoj "butj 
being essentially German in style 
and colour, it did not please the 
Neapolitan public ; nor was he more 
successful with a grand opera after- 
wards performed at the San Carlo 
In 1830 he returned to Stuttgart, 
where this work, ''I Portoghesi in 
Goa,^^ which had been coldly re- 
ceived at Naples, found a more con- 
genial audience. After a visit to 
Paris, and a second residence of 
several years at Naples, Benedict 
came to London for the first time in 
1835, chiefly at the instance of his 
friend, Madame Malibran. In 1836 
he undertook the direction of the 
Opera Bufia at the Lyceum, under 
the management of the late Mr. 
Mitchell. Here his operetta, "Ifn 
Anno ed un Giomo,” originally pro- 
duced at Naples in 1836, was well 
received; and after this Benedict 
turned his attention to the English 
musical stage His first^ English 
opera, "The Gipsy’s Warning,” was 
produced in 1838 with remarkable 
success. His subsecLuent operas, 
"The Brides of Yenice,” and "The 
Crusaders,” had a long run at 
Diniry Lane, of which theatre, when 
under Mr. Bunn’s management, he 
was the musical director. He has 
written many pieces for the piano- 
forte, of which instimuent he is a 
great master, besides orchestral and 
vocal compositions of excellence. 
The music^ festivals at Norwich, 
the London Monday Popular, and 
Liverpool Philharmonic concerts 
were for a considerable time under 
his direction. In 1850 he accompa- 
nied Jenny Lind as conductor and 
pianist to the United States and 
Havannah, and shared in her un- 
exampled success in a series of 122 
concerts. After his return to Eng- 
land, he formed a choral society, 
"The Yocal Association,” and con- 
ducted the Italian operas at Drury 
Lane and Her Majesty’s Theatre 
during the seasons of 1859 and 1860, 


when he brought out an Italian 
version of Weber’s "Oberon,” with 
recitatives and additions chiefly 
from his master’s works, which was 
much approved At the Norwich 
Festival in Sept., 1860, he produced 
a cantata, "IJndine,” which ob- 
tained very great success The first 
performance of this work in Loudon, 
towards the end of the same year, 
derived an additional interest from 
the circumstance that on that occa- 
sion Clara Novello took her farewell 
of the Enghsh public in the part of 
"Undine.” In 1862 his most popu- 
lar opera, " The Lily of Killarney,” 
was produced at Covent Garden, and 
subsequently at the principal thea- 
tres in Germany. A cantata, 
"Eichard Coeur de Lion,” composed 
for the Norwich Festival of 1863, and 
afterwards performed in London, 
met with general approbation Be- 
nedict’s operetta, "The Bride of 
Song,” for the Eoyal English Opera, 
Covent Garden, m 186 i*, was fol- 
lowed by a cantata, entitled "St. 
Cecilia,” written for the Norwich 
Festival of 1866, which was received 
most favourably, and has since been 
produced successfully in the metro- 
pohs and the principal towns of the 
United Kingdom. His last choral 
work, — the oratorio " St. Peter,” 
written expressly for the Bir- 
mingham Musical Festival, 1870, 
achieved an extraordinary success, 
and is considered by far his best 
composition. He has since com- 
posed incidental music to "Eomco 
and Juliet” (1882), produced at the 
Lyceum Theatre; and " Gimiella,” 
a cantata, perfonned at the Bir- 
mingham Festival of 1882. His 
first symphony, composed in 1873, 
met with great favour at its por- 
formance by the Crystal Palace 
Band. He conducted the Liverpool 
Festival in September, 187'1, and 
has been appointed, for the twelfth 
time, conductor of the Norwich 
Festival, in 1878. The honour of 
knighthood was conferred on him 
by the Queen, March 1B71. He 
is a corresponding member of the 
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Erencli Acsademy. He was also 
honoured by the Emperor of Austria 
and King of Wurtemberg, who ap- 
pointed him Knight Commander of 
the Orders of Francis Joseph and 
Frederick^ on the occasion of his 
seventieth anniversary m 1874 , be- 
sides which he received the decora- 
tions of the Crown of Prussia^ Third 
Classj of Italy^ of Wurtemberg, Leo- 
pold of Belgium, Oustav Wata of 
Sweden, Ernest August of Hanover, 
the Portuguese Order of Christ, the 
Golden Lion of Holland, the Saxe 
Emestme family order, and a testi- 
monial subscribed by his numerous 
friends. 

BENHAM, The Eev William^ 
B D., was born at West Meon, 
Hants, Jan. 15, 1831, his father 
being the village postmaster, as his 
grandfather had been before him 
He was educated at the village 
National school, and was favourably 
noticed by the rector. Archdeacon 
Bayley, who took him to his house 
as his httle secretary, he being 
bhnd He taught the youth Latin 
and Greek, and after his death in 
1844, Mr Benham was sent to St 
Markus College, Chelsea, to be 
trained for a schoolmaster. After 
working in that capacity for a few 
years. Archdeacon Bayley^s family 
furmshed him with the means of 
gomg through the Theological De- 
partment of Kmg’s College, London. 
He went out with a first-class, and 
was ordained by the late Archbishop 
of Canterbury, then Bishop of Lon- 
don, as Divinity Tutor to his old col- 
lege at Chelsea. He remained there 
from 1857 to 1864, when he became 
Editorial Secretary to the Society for 
Promotmg Christian Knowledge, 
and curate of St. Lawrence Jewiy, 
under the present Dean of Man- 
chester. In 1867 he was favourably 
noticed as a preacher by some mem- 
bers of Archbishop Longley’s family, 
unknown to himself, and this led to 
the Archbishop offering him the 
vicarage of his own parish of Ad- 
dmgton He acted as the Primatef s 
private secretary during the first 


Lambeth Conference, and passed 
the Eiesolutions through the press, 
and also his last Charge. Arch- 
bishop Tait also made him one of 
the Six Preachers of Canterbury in 
1872, and gave him the vicarage of 
Margate in the same year. His 
chief work there was the carrying 
out the restoration of “ the parish 
church. In 1880 he was appointed 
to the vicarage of Marden, and in 
1882 to the rectory of St. Edmund 
the King, Lombard Street, in the 
City of London. Mr. Benham has 
published "The Gospel of St. Mat- 
thew, with notes and a commen- 
tary,” 1862 ; " Enghsh Ballads, with 
introduction and notes,” 1863 j 
^'The Epistles for the Christian 
Tear, with notes and commentary/' 
1864; "Eeadings on the Life of Our 
Lord and His Apostles,” 1880 ; 
"The Church of the Patriarchs,” 
1867; the "Globe” edition of Cow- 
per*s works, 1870 ; Commentary on 
the Acts in the "Commentary of 
the Society for Promoting Christian 
Knowledge,” 1871; "A Companion 
to the Lectionary,” 1872; a new 
translation of Thomas k Kempia’s 
"Imitatio Christi,” 1874; "Memoirs 
of Catherine and Crauted Tait,” 
1879; and "How to Teach the Old 
Testament,” 1881. He has also 
contributed articles to "The Bible 
Educator,” Macmillan's Maganne, 
and other periodicals. 

BENJAMIN, Judah Philip, 
Q.C., was born in St. Croix, a 
Danish West India Island, in 1811, 
of Enghsh parents of the Jewish 
faith, who emigrated in 1816 to 
Wilmington, North Carolina, where 
his father became naturalised as an 
American citizen, the son remain- 
ing a native born subject of Eng- 
land. He entered Yale College in 
1825, but left without graduating 
in 1828, when he went to New Or- 
leans, and was admitted to the bar 
in 1832. He entered prominently 
into politics, originally as a Whig, 
but on the merger of that party 
into the Know Nothing,” or Na- 
tive American party, he attached 
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HmseH to tlie Democratic party. 
He was elected to the United States 
Senate in 1852, and re-elected in 
1858. On Deo. 31, 1860, in a speech 
to the Senate, he ayowed Ins ad- 
hesion to the State of Louisiana, 
which had seceded from the Union, 
and he at once withdrew from the 
Senate and returned to New Or- 
leans. He was then called by 
Jefferson Davis, who had just been 
elected President of the Southern 
Confederacy, to join the Cabinet as 
Attorney-G-eneral. To the duties 
of this office were added those of 
Acting-Secretary of War during a 
temporary vacancy in that office. 
On the appointment of a permanent 
Secretary of War, the Cabinet was 
reorganised, and Mr. Benjamin was 
made Secretary of State, retaming 
that office and the confidence of 
the President until the overthrow 
of the Confederacy. He then es- 
caped the pursuit of the Northern 
troops, and succeeded in reaching 
Nassau, New Providence, whence he 
sailed for England, where he ar- 
rived in Sept. 1865. Mr. Benjamin 
had been in reality the soul of the 
rebellion. Has entire property was 
confiscated, and it is an mteresting 
fact that his law library was bought 
in by public subscription and pre- 
sented to him. He came to Eng- 
land m Sept., 1865, and through the 
personal influence of Lord Cairns 
was called to the bar in 1866, after 
keepmg his terms for one year 
only. He at once acquired a large 
practice at Liverpool, where the 
prmcipal firms of solicitors have 
intimate relations with the leading 
legal houses of New Orleans. He 
received a silk gown in 1872, and 
from that date was engaged in al- 
most every case of importance. 
Among his many arguments, the 
one most generally Imown is that 
which he delivered before the Court 
for Crown Cases Eeserved on behalf 
of the captain of the Franconia. 
His last great Nisi Prius case was 
that of Anson and others against 
the London and North-Western 


Bailway. After this he entirely 
refused any briefs except upon 
Appeal, and was only to be seen in 
the House of Lords and the Privy 
Council. In the latter his know- 
ledge of general jurisprudence 
gave him a great advantage. Be 
was, indeed, in the widest sense of 
the term, an international lawyer. 
Mr. Benjamin retired from practice 
in Feb., 1883. In 1868 he pub- 
lished the 1st, and in 1873 the 2nd 
edition of a " Treatise on the Law 
of Sale of Personal Property."" 

BENNET, James Henry, M.D., 
was born at Manchester in 1816. 
His father was an influential manu- 
facturer, connected with the dis- 
coveries in textile fabrics which 
marked the beginning of this cen- 
tury, and was the first to obtain a 
patent for uniting cotton and wool 
in one fabric, and was the inventor 
and patentee of the cloth named by 
him corduroy."" After his father’s 
death his mother took him to Paris 
to be educated, by the advice of M. 
Fernaux, an eminent French manu- 
facturer, and a friend of the fannly. 
He was placed at a French college 

St. Loms ""), and remained there 
until the age of seventeen. He 
was then apprenticed in the usual 
course to Mr. Ormond Tabberor, a 
maternal uncle, a clever surgeon, 
practising at Bepton, in Derby- 
shire With him he remained until 
the age of twenty, when he re- 
turned to Pans for a visit. Find- 
ing, through Ins former college 
friends, that the Paris medical 
schools presented very great advan- 
tages, he got his uncle to release 
him from the unexpired years of 
his apprenticeship, and began bis 
medic^ studies de novo in the 
French capital, where he remained 
for seven years, competing for and 
gaining every appointment that 
was open to competition, and also 
teaching and writing for the medi- 
cal press. During the last four of 
these years he was an ^‘Interne des 
So^pifausn/^ or House Physician to 
the Paris hospitals, an appointment 
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gained by an arduous competitive 
examination. At tbe age of 27 be 
left Parisj and settled in London as 
a consulting physician, choosing 
midwifery and gynecology, or the 
diseases of women, as a special 
branch. He published, in 1845 — 
64, an important work on female 
diseases, which procured for him at 
an early age a l^ge and important 
practice in that department of 
medicine. In 1869 he became con- 
sumptive from hard work, the re- 
sult of over-success. He was 
obliged to give up his medical ap- 
pomtment, to resign practice, and 
to fly for his life to the Genoese 
Eiviera. But freedom from profes- 
sional anxieties, a mild climate„and 
rational treatment, effected a cure 
in the course of a few years, but he 
has continued to spend his winter 
ever since at Mentone on the Ei- 
viera, only undertaking consulting 
liractice in the summer in London, 
and residing at his country resi- 
dence, The Ferns, "Weybridge, 
Surrey, during his sojourn m Eng- 
land. In 1878 he retired entirely 
from practice in England m sum- 
mer, but still resides at his country 
home. The Ferns, and continues to 
practise in the winter at Mentone. 
Br. Bennet has always shown in- 
domitable energy, ever rallying and 
ever returning to the battle of life, 
however severely stricken by ill- 
ness, and by social disasters He 
is the author of ^‘'A Practical 
Treatise on Inflammation of the 
Uterus and its Appendages, and on 
its Connexion with other Uterine 
Biseases,^^ 4th edit. 1861 ; A Ee- 
view of the Present State of Uter- 
ine Pathology,” 1856 , " Nutrition 
in Health and Bisease,” 3rd edit.

BENNETT, Sie James Eisdon, 
M.B., F.E.S , Ex-President of the 
Eoyal College of Physicians, eldest 
son of the Eev James Bennett, B.B. 
by Sarah, daughter of Mr. John 
Comley, of Eomsey, Hampshire, 
was bom at Eomsey, in 1809. He 
was educated by private tuition, 
and received his professional educa- 
tion in Paris and Edinburgh, at 
which latter university he took his 
degree of M.B. in 1833. After 
travelling for two years on the 
Continent, he settled m London, 
and lectured at the Charing Cross 
Hospital and Grainger’s School in 
the Borough. He was elected, in 
1843, Assistant-Physician to St. 
Thomas’s Hospital, and on becom- 
ing full Physician, lectured there 
for many years on the " Practice of 
Medicine.” He was one of the 
Founders and Secretary of the first 
Sydenham Society for the Publica- 
tion of Medical Works. After 
filling the offices of Censor, Lum- 
leian and Croonian Lecturer, and 
Eepresentative of the College of 
Physicians in the General Medical 
Council, he was elected President 
of the College m 1876, and annually 
re-elected up to 1880. In the same 
year he had been elected Fellow of 
the Eoyal Society. Sir Eisdon 
Bennett is Consulting Physician to 
the Victoria Park Hospital for Bis- 
eases of the Chest, Hon Physician 
and Governor of St. Thomas’s Hos- 
pital, and Fellow of various medi- 
cal and scientific societies. He has 
published a translation from the 
German of Kramer on Biseases of 
the Ear;” "An Essay on Acute 
Hydrocephalus,” which gained the 
FothergiUian Gold Me£l; Lum- 
leian Lectures on Cancerous and 
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other Intra-Tlioracie Growths.'’" He 
ha-s also contributed numerous 
IDapers to the Transactions of the 
Pathological Society and various 
medical journals. Sir Risdon Ben- 
nett was one of the Commissioners 
of the Paris Universal Exhibition 
for 1878. In that year he received 
from the University of Edinburgh 
the honorary degree of LL.D In 
1881 he received from Her Majesty 
the honour of knighthood, and was 
elected Chairman of the Executive 
Committee of the International 
Medical Congress. Sir Risdon is at 
present Member of the Council, 
and Vice-President of the Royal 
Society. He married, m 1811, 
Miss Ellen Selfe Page, daughter 
of the Rev. Henry Page, M.A., of 
Rose Hill, Worce^er. 

BENNETT, William: Cox, 
LL D., the son of Mr. John Ben- 
ne'bt, watchmaker, of Greenwich, 
where he was bom in 1820, was 
educated at a school in his native 
town, from which, on account of 
his father’s death, he was removed 
at the age of foimteen to assist his 
mother in the business. Whilst 
still a youth, he took an active part 
in the formation of a literary insti- 
tution on the most popular basis, 
which has above 1,200 members, 
and in connection with which he 
has formed a hbraiy consisting of 
above 12,000 volumes. He has 
hke'wise been instrumental in 
establishmg at Greenwich cheap 
baths and wash-houses, a large pro- 
prietary school, and o-bher popular 
institutions He acted as Honorary 
Auditor of the Association for the 
Repeal of the Taxes on Knowledge, 
till that great reform was effected. 
He has taken an active part in all 
the agitations for the education of 
the people during the past thirty 
years? is the Hon. Sec. to the 
Greenwich branch of the National 
Education League, and a member 
of the London Council Dr. Ben- 
nett printed volumes of poetry 
privately in 1843 and 1843. After 
this, he conti’ibutedpoems to various 


periodicals, and published several 
volumes. Perhaps best known as a 
song-writer, Dr. Bennett has pub- 
hshed, amongst other works, 
"Poems,” 1850 ? "Verdicts,” 1852? 
"Roan’s School* a Chapter in the 
Educational History of England,” 
which secured the reform of a large 
endowed school at Greenwich, and 
threw it open to the children of all 
the inhabitants, irrespective of 
their rehgious beliefs ? "War 
Songs,” 1855 , " Queen Eleanor’s 
Vengeance, and other Poems,” 
1857 , Songs, by a Song- Writer,” 
1859 ? " Baby May, and other 
Poems on Infants,” 1861, 1st and 
2nd editions , " The W om W edding 
Rmg,” &c., 1861 , The Pohtics of 
the People,” Parts I. and II.? "Our 
Glory Roll, National Poems,” 1866 ; 
^‘‘Proposals for Contributions to a 
Ballad History of England,” 1867. 
A collected edition of his poems 
appeared in 1862, m Routledge’s 
British Poets” Dr. Bennett is a 
practised political 'writer, and was 
attached to the staff of the Wcehly 
Dis3patc\ during the years 1868-9- 
70, contributing leaders, essays, 
reviews, and fine-art criticisms. Ho 
acted as Secretary to the Refugees’ 
Benevolent Eund during the con- 
tinuance of the Franco-Prussian 
War. He has been for several 
years engaged on a "Ballad and 
Song History of England, and of 
the States sprung from Her.” Ho 
has also ready for press his " Recol- 
lections of the late Miss Mitford, 
with Selections from her Corre- 
spondence.” The University of 
Tusculum conferred on him the 
degree of LL.D. in 1869 
BENNETT, The Rev. William 
Jambs Eauly, M.A., born about 
1805, was educated at Christ Church, 
Oxford, of which he was a student, 
and where he graduated B.A. in 
1827. He held for some years the 
incumbency of Portman Chapel, and 
that of St. Paul’s, Knightsbridge, 
but resigned the latter in 1851, in 
consequence of a popular outcry 
raised against his "Traetarian” 
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tendencies^ and almost immediately 
afterwards was presented to tlie 
vicarage of Erome Selwoodj Somer- 
setshire. He is the author of a large 
number of theological works^ of 
which the best known are — Prin- 
ciples of the Book of Common 
Prayer ; ” The Eucharist : its His- 
tory, Doctrines, and Practice ; 

" Errors of Eomanism ; Lives of 
Fathers of the Church of the Fourth 
Century,” and various sermons and 
pamphlets ; has edited the Theo- 
logian,” " The Old Church Porch,” 
&c., and has contributed largely to 
religious periodical literature. In 
1871 the case of '^Sheppard i?. 
Bennett ” came on for hearing 
before the Privy Council, and was 
decided in favour of Mr. Bennett’s 
teaching on the sub 3 ect of the Eeal 
Presence. Since then, the Bishop 
of Bath and Wells, havmg referred 
to it, was answered by Mr. Bennett 
in a pamphlet entitled " A Defence 
of the Catholic Faith.” 

BENNIGSEN, Exjdolph Von, 
born at Luneberg, Hanover, July 
10, 1824, studied jurisprudence at 
Gottingen and Heidelberg, and 
qualified as an advocate, but entered 
the judiciary and rose to the func- 
tions of a judge at Gdttingen. In 
1855 the city of Aurich elected him 
to the Second Chamber of the 
Hanover Legislature, but the Eing 
refused him the indispensable con- 
sent of the Crown to accept that 
legislative office. Thereupon he 
resigned his judgeship, and being 
thus freed from the trammels of 
official life, he took his seat in the 
Parliament (1856), and at once 
assumed a position as leader of the 
Opposition. In 1859 Bennigsen 
and Miguel, with a few others, 
drew up and issued a programme 
or scheme of German umty In this 
document it was declared that only 
Prussia could be at the head of a 
united Germany, and in fact Bennig- 
sen advocated at this period that 
which Prince Bismarck long after- 
wards accomplished. The National- 
Verein held its first sitting Sept. 16, 


1859, at the invitation of Bennigsen, 
and he himself was chosen President . 
The Frankfort Assembly formed 
the permanent organization of the 
National-Verein, and fixed its seat 
m the city of Coburg. At the time 
of its dissolution in 1866, it num- 
bered 30,000 members, of whom 
10,000 were from Prussia. In that 
year the organization of the North 
German Confederation making in- 
evitable the speedy realization of 
the Empire, the Union had no 
further mison d^Qtre, and it was 
accordingly dissolved. Bennigsen, 
who by the annexation of Hanover 
was made a Prussian, became a 
member both of the Prussian Lower 
Chamber and of the North German 
Eeichstag. During the war of 
1870 he was in confidential relations 
with the Prussian authorities, and 
undertook two important missions 
— one to the South German States, 
where he discussed the conditions 
of a possible unity ; the other to 
the camp of Versailles in the winter 
of 1871, where the same negotiations 
were afterwards carried out to a 
practical result. In 1873 he was 
elected President of the Prussian 
House of Deputies. At the elec- 
tions of 1877 the Socialist party 
opposed his candidature, but with- 
out success. 

BENSON, The Most Eev. 
Edward "White, D.D., Archbishop 
of Canterbury, Ihimate of all Eng- 
land, and Metropolitan, son of 
Edward White Benson, Esq, of 
Birmingham Heath, and foimerly 
of York, was bom near Birming- 
ham m 1829. He was educated at 
King Edward’s School, Birming- 
ham, and at Trinity CoUege, Cam- 
bridge, of which he was successively 
Scholar and Fellow, and where he 
graduated B.A. in 1852, as a First 
Class in classical honours, and 
Senior ChanceEor’s Medallist, ob- 
taining also the place of a Senior 
Optime in the mathematical tripos. 
He graduated M.A. in 1855, B.D. 
in 1862, and D.D. in 1867. He was 
for some years an assistant master 
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in Rugby school and lie held tbe 
bead mastersMp of Wellington Col- 
lege from its first opening in_1858 
down to 1872j when be was appointed 
a Canon Residentiary and Chancel- 
lor of Lincoln Catbedral, having 
been a Prebendary of tbe^ same 
cathedral forthree years previously. 
He was a select preacher to the 
Hmversity of Cambridge (1861r7l), 
and to the Umversity of Oxford 
(1875-76). For several years he 
was Examining Chaplain to the 
Bishop of Lmcoln. In Dec. 1876 
he was nominated by the Crown, on 
the recommendation of the Earl of 
Beaconsfield, to the newly-founded 
Bishopric of Truro, and he received 
episcopal consecration in St. PauPs 
Caihedral, April 25, 1877. The 
diocese, which has been taken out 
of the diocese of Exeter, consists of 
the county of Cornwall, the Isles of 
ScOly, and five parishes of Devon- 
shire,constituting the Archdeaconry 
of Cornwall; with the church of 
St. Mary, Truro, as a cathedral. 
During his occupation of the see he 
began the building of a new cathe- 
dral at Truro, of which the out- 
ward shell is to cost .£90,000, most 
of that sum having been gathered 
through the energy of the Bishop. 
In Dec. 1882 Dr. Benson was ap- 
pointed by the Crown, on Mr. 
Gladstone’s recommendation, to the 
Archbishopric of Canterbuiy, in 
succession to Dr Tait. Dr. Benson 
has published Sermons preached 
in Wellington College Chapel,” 
1859 ; " 2aXm(TeL. A memorial Ser- 
mon preached after the death of 
J. P. Lee, first Bishop of Manches- 
ter,”. 1870; "Work, Friendship, 
Worship,” being three sermons 
preached before the Dniversity of 
Cambridge in 1871 ; " Boy-Life, its 
trial, its strength, its fulness. Sun- 
days in Wellmgton College, 1859- 
72,” Lond Svo,187 4 ; " Singleheart,” 
1877 ; and " The Cathedral, its 
necessary place in the Life and 
Work of the Church,” 1879 ; besides 
numerous single sermons ; and he 
is one of the contributors to " The 


Speaker’s Commentary on the 
Bible.” Dr. Benson married, in 
1859, Mary, daughter of tho hitij 
Rev. William Sidgwick, of Skipton, 
Yorkshire 

BENTINCK, The Right Hon. 
George Augustus Frederick 
Cavendish, M.P , son of the late 
Major-General Lord Frederick Ben- 
tinck, C.B., was born in London in 
1821, and educated at Wostiumstcr 
School, and at Tnnity College, Cam- 
bridge (M. A., 18 1'7) . He was called 
to the bar, at Lincoln’s Inn, in 1816. 
Mr. Bentinck unsuccessfully con- 
tested Taunton in April, 1859 ; but 
he was elected in the following 
August, and continued to rejiresent 
that borough till July, 1865, when 
he was returned for Whitehaven. 
He was appointed Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Board of Trade in 
Feb., 1874. In Nov., 1875, he was 
appointed Judge-Advocato-G eneral, 
and sworn of the Privy Council . U e 
went out of ofiico with his party in 
April, 1880. 

BENTLEY, Robert, F.L.S., a 
botanist, who has more particulai ly 
directed attention to the applicji- 
tions of botany to metlieiiKs 11 
was born at Hitchin, llcM'ts, in 1825, 
and became a member of Llie itoyal 
College of Surgeons m 18 1-7. lie 
is Dean of the Medical Fatmlty, 
Honorary Fellow, and ProftvsHor <>f 
Botany in King’s College, London ; 
Honorary member of, and Prol’essoi* 
of Materia Mcdica an<l Botany to 
the Pharnmcontical Society of (L*eat 
Britain; B,onorary member of the 
American I’iiainnaccmtical Associa- 
tion; Professor of Botany in tluj 
London Institution ; Exam i mu* in 
Botany to tlu‘ Royal Cell<»ge of 
Veterinary Surgeons; Memlwr of 
the Council, and Chairman of tin* 
Garden Committoo of tho Jtoyal 
Botanic Society of London; and 
was formerly Lecturer on Botany 
at the Medical CollWes of tin* Lon- 
don, Middlesex, St. Mary’s 
Hospitals. ProfessorN Bentley was 
President of tho British Pluinmi- 
coutical Conferences in^ 1866 and 
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1867. He has contributed numerous 
articles to the Phai maceuhcal 
Journal) of which for ten years he 
was one of the editors. He has 
written a Manual of Botany,” 
which has reached the fourth 
edition j has jointly edited two 
editions of Pereira's Materia Medica 
and Therapeutics j is the author of 
an elementary work on Botany, in 
the series of Manuals of Elementary 
Science, published by the Society 
for Promoting Christian Know- 
lodge; and has, in conjunction 
with Dr. Trimen, brought out an 
illustrated work on Medicinal 
Plants, in four volumes Professor 
Bentley has also published a Series 
of Papers " On Hew American 
Remedies,” a Lecture On the 
Characters, Properties, and Uses of 
Eucalyptus globulus,” Lectures 
on the Organic Materia Medica of 
the British Pharmacopoeia,” and 
various other Lectures and Papers 
on Botany and Materia Medica. 

BERESEORD, The Most Rev. 
AND Riq-ht Hon. Mabcxts Oeevais, 
D.D., Archbishop of Armagh, son of 
the late Bishop of Kilmore, who was 
a nephew of the first Marquis of 
Waterford, was bom in 1801, and 
educated at Richmond School, York- 
shire, under Dr. Tate, whence he 
passed to Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge. Having graduated and 
taken orders, he was appointed 
Rector of Kildallen in 1825, after- 
wards held the vicariates of Drung 
and Lara, and was also Vicar- 
G-eneral of Elilmore and Archdeacon 
of Ardagh. In 1854 he was conse- 
crated to the united sees of Kilmore, 
Elphin, and Ardagh, and in 1863 
was translated to Armagh. His 
Grace is Primate of all Ireland, 
Lord Almoner of Ireland, and Pre- 
late of the Order of St. Patrick. 
The see of Armagh is of the annual 
value of ^814,500. / 

BERESEORD^ Lobd Williaie 
Charles Del^^obb, second son of 
the Rev. Jobn Beresford, fourth 
Marquis of l^terf ord, by Christiana 
Julia, four^ daughter of the late 


Colonel Charles Powell Leslie, of 
Glaslough, CO. Monaghan, was born 
Eeb. 10, 1846, at Philiptown, co. 
Dublin. He entered the Royal 
Havy in 1859, was appointed a 
lieutenant in 1868, and advanced 
to the rank of commander in 1875. 
He served successively m the 
" Marlborough,” the Defence,” 
the "Cho,” the "‘'Tribune,” the 
"" Luchez,” the "" Research,” the 
Royal yacht ""Victoria and Albert,” 
and the ""Galatea.” In 1872 he 
was appointed Flag Lieutenant to 
the Commander-in-Ghief at Devon- 
port; and he accompanied the 
Prince of Wales as naval aide-de- 
camp to India in 1875-76. His 
lordship received the gold medals 
of the Royal Humane Society, and 
of the Live^^ool Shipwreck and 
Humane Society, for having on 
three occasions 3umped overboard 
and saved lives at sea. On one of 
these occasions, when he rescued a 
marme who had fallen overboard at 
Port Stanley, Falkland Island, he 
was attired in heavy shooting clothes, 
and his pockets were filled with 
cartridges. At the time of the 
bombardment of the forts of Alex- 
andria, Lord Charles Beresford was 
in command of the gunboat "" Con- 
dor,” and in the acfion of July 11, 
1882, he greatly distinguished him- 
self by his gallant conduct. The 
ironcM, ""Temeraire,” which got 
ashore at the .beginning of the en- 
gagement, was safely assisted off by 
the ""Condor.” Then the formid- 
able Marabout batteries, which con- 
stituted the second strongest de- 
fence of the port of Alexandria, were 
effectually silenced. This latter suc- 
cess was chiefly due to the gallant 
way in which the ""Condor” bore 
down on the fort and engaged guns 
immensely superior to her own. So 
vigorous, indeed, was the attack on 
the big fort, that the Admiral's ship 
signafied ""WeU done, "Condor.'” 
It was ascertained that the Khedive, 
who had taken refuge with Dervish 
Pasha at Ramleh, was in imminent 
danger. Arabi Pasha had sent a 
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body of troops to guard the palace, 
and ordered them to kill the Khedive, 
but Tewfik and Dervish managed to 
bribe the men, and to commnmcate 
with Admiral Sir Beauchamp Sey- 
mour, who dispatched the " Condor 
in shore to keep the Egyptian troops 
in check. The Elieive then suc- 
ceeded in getting away, and drove 
to Eas-el-Tin. As the conflagration 
and looting continued in the city of 
Alexandria, the Americans were 
asked to land marines to assist in 
keeping order, and a regular pohce 
system was orgamzed under Lord 
Charles Beresford, while Captain 
Fisher, of the Inflexible,^^ took 
command of the land forces . Strong 
measures were necessary to subdue 
the looters Several of the scoun- 
drels detected in the very act of 
setting fire to houses were sum- 
marily shot in the great square, and 
those caught plundering were flog- 
ged. Lord Charles Beresford was 
promoted to the rank of captain 
(Aug. 1882) for the services he 
had rendered at the bombardment 
of Alexandria His lordship sat in 
the House of Commons, as member 
for the county of Waterford, in the 
Conservative interest, from Feb., 
1874, till April, 1880, when his can- 
didature was unsuccessful. He is 
heir-presumptive to his brother, the 
present Marquis of Waterford. He 
married in 1878 Mina, eldest daugh- 
ter of the late Mr. Richard Gardner. 

BERGH, ' Henry, born in Kew 
York, in 1823. He graduated at 
Columbia College, studied law, and 
when quite young wrote several 
dramas, poems, and tales. In 1863 
he was appointed Secretary of Lega- 
tion at St. Petersburg, and was 
afterwards Vice-Consul. Returning 
to America in 1866, he organized the 
American Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Ammals, to which he 
has devoted his very considerable 
fortune, and which has grown to 
be an important institution, with 
branches in nearly every State of 
the Union. In the city of Hew 
York the officers of this Society are 


constituted special policemen with 
authority to arrest summarily any 
person who is found committing 
crueltv to animals. 

BE&HAUS, Henry, geogra- 
pher, born at Cleves, May 3, 1797, 
served as a volunteer in the army 
during the campaign of 1815, and 
at the end of the war, having ob- 
tained a situation as topographical 
engineer at Berlin, was engaged in 
the trigonometrical survey of Prus- 
sia. Through the influence of the 
Minister of War, he was in 1821 
appointed to a post in the Berlin 
Academy of Architecture, and three 
years afterwards received the ap- 
pointment of Professor of Apphed 
Mathematics in the Berlin School 
of Civil Engineering, which he has 
since held. Berghaus has contri- 
buted to the improvement made in 
the construction of maps since the 
beginning of the present century, 
has written on a variety of geo- 
graphical subjects, and has pub- 
lished a number of useful maps. 
He assisted the late Dr. Alexander 
Keith Johnston m the preparation 
of the " Physical Atlas ” 

BERKELEY, The Rev. Miles 
Joseph, P.R.S., M.A., born at 
Biggin, in the parish of Oundle, in 
1803, was educated at Rugby and 
at Christ's College, Cambridge, 
where he graduated in honours in 
1825, and after holding the curacy 
of Margate was appointed in 1833 
to the incumbency of two small 
parishes near Wansford, Northamp- 
tonshire, and rural dean for a por- 
tion of the deaneries of Oundle and 
Weldon. He was presented to the 
vicarage of ^ibbertoft in 1868. He 
is a Fellow fi the Royal Society, 
the Linniean, Society, Honorary 
Fellow of the Royal Horticultural 
Society of London, a member of the 
Academy of Sciep.ces of Sweden, and 
the Academia Nj^turss Curiosorum, 
Corresponding Meinber of the Agri- 
cultural Societies oftParis and Lule, 
and of the Society de Biologie of 
Paris. He is the autl^r of “ Glean- 
ings of British Algfi&*\ (1833), and 
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of tlie concluding volume of tlie 

English Flora” (1836)j as w6ll as 
of articles "On the Diseases of 
BlantSj” in the " Encyclopsedia of 
Agriculture . ” a series of papers on 
Vegetable Pathology-j in the Gar- 
deners’ Chronicle; an introduction 
to "Cryptogamic Botany,” "Out- 
lines of British Fungology,” " Hand- 
book of British Mosses,” of nu- 
merous papers in the Transactions 
of the Linnsean Society, the " Zoolo- 
gical Journal,” "Hooker’s Journal 
of Botany,” "Hooker’s Humalayan 
Journal,” and the " Antarctic and 
Hew Zealand Flora,” and of a 
sermon preached at the Comme- 
moration of Benefactors at Christ’s 
College, Cambridge. 

BEEHARD, The Hon. and 
Eight Eev. Chahles Beodrick, 
Bishop of Tuam, Killala, and 
Achonry, son of the second Earl of 
Bandon, bom Jan. 4, 1811, and 
educated at Eton and Balliol Col- 
lege, Oxford, was ordained in 1835 
He was made Vicar of Bantry in 
1840, Eector of Kilbrogan, Senior 
Prebendary of Cork, and Eural 
Dean, in 1842, and was consecrated 
Bishop of this see in 1867. He is 
the author of "Sermons and Lec- 
tures,” published by request. 

BEEHHAEDT, Eosine, called 
Sabah, a French actress, bom at 
Paris, Oct, 22, 1844. She is a 
Jewess ; her mother was Dutch ; 
her father was a Frenchman. She 
spent the greater part of her early 
life in Holland, visiting at the 
house of her ^andfather, an Am- 
sterdam optician. In 1858 she 
entered the Paris Conservatoire, 
became a pupil of MM. Provost 
and Samson, professor of elocution, 
gained a second prize for tragedy 
in 1861, and a second prize for 
comedy in 1862. She made her 
first public appearance on the stage 
at the Th4itre FranQais in Eacine’s 
" Iphigenie ” and the " Val5rie ” of 
Scribe. She attracted hardly any 
notice, and after a brief withdrawal 
from the stage she reappeared at 
the G-ymnase and the Porte Saint- 


Martin, in burlesque parts. In 
Jan. 1867 she returned to high ai*t 
at the Odcon, playing several minor 
parts with much applause till she 
achieved a notable success m that 
of " Marie de Neuborg ” in " Euy 
Bias.” She was thereupon recalled 
to the Th54tre Fran 9 ais, and first 
showed her higher power in " An- 
dromaque” and "Junie,” but it 
was as "Berthe de Savigny” in 
the play of "Le Sphinx,” per- 
formed in March, 1874, that she 
won the greatest applause. In 
1879 she visited London with the 
other members of the Comedie 
Frangaise, who on June 2 in that 
year began a series of briUiant per- 
formances at the Gaiety Theatre, 
under the direction of Mr. John 
Hollingshead. In the following 
year Mdlle. Bernhardt returned 
alone to the Gaiety, M. Coquehn, 
who was expected to accompany 
her, being prevented from doing 
so by his tenure at the Th4dtre 
Fran 9 ais. About this time MdHe. 
Bernhardt severed her connection 
with the Comedie Fran 9 aise, and 
was condemned to pay .£4000 costs 
and damages for the breach of her 
engagement. In June, 1881, she 
again appeared in London at the 
Glaiety Theatre in "La Dame aux 
Camillas ” for a short series of per- 
formances, and she afterwards made 
a most successful tour, from a pecu- 
niary point of view, in the United 
States. In April, 1882, she was 
married in the church of St. An- 
drew, Wells Street, London, to M. 
Dam^, a Greek gentleman. 

BEET, Paul, a French physio- 
logist and statesman, bom at 
Auxerre, 19 Oct., 1833. He began 
his studies in the college of his 
native town, and then went to Paris, 
where he attended simultaneously 
the lectures in the Faculty of Law 
and the Faculty of Medicme. Ap- 
pointed assistant at the course of 
lectures delivered by M. Claude 
Bernard in the College of France, 
he afterwards became professor in 
the Faculty of Science at Bordeaux, 
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then deimty to M Eloureiis at the 
Museum, and had the degree of 
Doctor of Science conferred upon 
him. In 1868 he was appointed 
Professor of Physiology in the 
Faculty of Science, in succession 
to M. Claude Bernard. M. Paul 
Bert achieved a high reputation 
in the scientific world by his in- 
teresting physiological researches, 
and especially by his bold experi- 
ments for ascertainmg the con- 
ditions of human existence at diffe- 
rent altitudes. An enthusiastic 
member of the Aeronautical Society 
of France^ M, Bert furnished his 
colleagues with the means of reach- 
ing very great heights from the 
surface of the earth, but unfortu- 
nately the aerial voyages which 
were undertaken, although some- 
times attended by successful results, 
sometimes terminated fatally, as in 
the case of the catastrophe of the 
baUpon Zenith^' when the two 
brave aeronauts who ascended in 
it, Sivel and Croce Spinelli, lost 
their lives (April 15, 1875). In 
the month of August following, 
the Institute awarded to M Bert 
its biennial prize of 10,000 francs, 
iiter the events of Sept. 4, 1870, 
M. Bert was aiipointed general 
secretary of the prefecture of the 
Yonne, and on Ian. 13, 1871, 
Prefect of the department du Nord 
On June 9, 1872, he was elected 
to the National Assembly by the 
department of the Yonne in the 
place of M. Javal, and took his 
seat among the members of the 
Extreme Left party. He addressed 
the Assembly several times on ques- 
tions relating to education, particu- 
larly medical education. He was 
re-elected Deputy for the Yonne in 
the second circonsoription of the 
arrondissement of Auxerre, Feb. 
20, 1876. In the new Assembly 
he signalised himself by his ex- 
treme Eadical opinions, and after 
the act of May 16, 1877, he was 
one of the 363 deputies who refused 
a vote of confidence to the Cabinet 
of the Duke de Broglie. At the 


general election in the following 
October he was rc-elected in the 
same circonscription which he had 
previously represented. He has 
since advocated with great earnest- 
ness various educational schemes, 
and endeavoured to exclude the 
clergy and members of the reli- 
gious orders from the schools In 
1878 he was elected President of 
the Biologucal Society. Prom 1877 
to 1879 he represented the canton 
of Aillant in the General Coimcil 
of the Yonne. In the short-lived 
Gambetta Cabinet, formed on Nov. 
14, 1881, M. Paul Bert was Minister 
of Public Instruction . In April, 1882, 
he was elected a member of the Aca- 
demy of Sciences by 30 votes to 20. 
Besides numerous scientific contri- 
butions to the Bdpuhlique Fran(;a%sCi 
he has published Revue des Tra- 
vaux d’ Anatomic ct de Physiologic 
publies en France pendant rannee 
1864” (8vo. 1866); Notes d^Ana- 
tomie ot de Physiologic compar3es,” 
2nd series, 1867-70; "Recherchos 
sur. le Mouvement de la Sensitive ” 
(1867-70) ; Lemons sur la Physio- 
logic comparce de la Respiration,” 
1869; "Recherches oxperimentales 
sur Finfluence quo les modifications 
exercent sur les iilu5noiiu'nes do la 
vie,” 1874 ; La Prossion BjU’ome- 
trique : Recherches de Physiologic 
expuriinentales,” 1877 ; a biographi- 
cal sketch of Dr. C. IBernard, pre- 
fixed to his work " La Science Ex- 
pcrimentale,” 1878; ‘'La Morale 
dos Jesuites,” Gth edit. 1880 ; " Le- 
mons, ‘ discours, et conferences,” 
1880; ''Le 9 ons de Zoologio pro- 
fessces la Sorbonne,” 1881 ; " La 
premiere ann^e d'enseignement 
scientifique : Sciences naturelles et 
physiques,” 1882 ; " Llnstruction 
civique h TEcole (Notions funda- 
mentales. ^ Causeries du Maitre 
aveo ses Eleves ”), 3rd edit.

BhiSANP, ‘Waltbr, was bom at 
Portsmouth, in 1838, and educated 
at King's College, London, and 
Christ's College, Cambridge, where 
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lie graduated in lugli mathematical 
honours He was intended for the 
Churchj and obtained several theo- 
logical prizes^ but abandoned this 
career. Then he was appointed 
Senior Professor in the Royal Col- 
lege of Mauritius^ but was com- 
pelled by ill health to resign, and 
returned to England, where he has 
since resided In 1868 he produced 
his jSb?st work, Studies in Early 
French Poetry In 1873 he brought 
out " The French Humourists ; in 
1877, “ Rabelais,” for the Ancient 
and Foreign Classics,” in 1879, 
"Cohgny;” and in 1881, '‘^Whit- 
tin^on,” for the " Hew Plutarch ” 
series, of which he is one of the 
editors. Mr. Besant has acted for 
many years as secretary of the 
Palestine Exploration Fund, in 
which capacity he wrote in 1871 a 
“ History of Jerusalem,” with the 
late Professor Palmer, and he is 
now editor of the great work en- 
titled “The Survey of Western 
Palestine ” He has contributed to 
most of the magazines. In 1871 he 
entered into the partnership with 
the late Mr. James Rice, which pro- 
duced the series of novels that 
bear their joint name. Mr. Besant 
has also written, under his own 
name, “The Revolt of Man,” and 
“ AJl Sorts and Conditions of Men • 
an impossible story,” 1882. He 
also, with Mr. Rice, put on the stage 
two plays, one performed at the 
Royal Court, a dramatic version of 
“ Ready Money Mortiboy j ” and the 
other, “ Such a G-ood Man,” the play 
from which their story bearing the 
same title was written. Mr. Besant’s 
most recent literary productions 
are a biography of the late Pro- 
fessor Palmer (1883) ; and “ The 
Captain’s Room,” a novel (1883). 

BESCHERELLE, Louis 
Hicolas, was bom at Pans, June 
10, 1802, studied at the Bourbon 
College, and became librarian of the 
Louvre in 1828. He devoted his 
attention to a critical study of the 
French language. He published 
three very able works, in which he 


showed that general usage and the 
authority of standard writers were 
at variance with the arbitrary rules 
laid down by modern theorists. The 
titles of these works are, “ Le Par- 
ticipe Passe ramene k sa veritable 
Ori^ne ” (1820) ; “ Revue Gram- 
maticale, ou Refutation des princi- 
pales Erreurs des Grammairiens ” 
(1829) ; and “ Refutation Complete 
de la Grammaire de MM. Hoel et 
Chapsal” (1838). M. Bescherelle 
is also the author of a number of 
grammars and dictionaries for use 
in schools. The best known of these 
are : — Grammaire Hationale ” (2 
vols., 1834-38, 5th edit. 1852); 
“ Bictionnaire Usuel de tons les 
Verbes Fran^ais” (2 vols., 1842-43) ; 
“Bictionnaire National, ou Grand 
Bictionnaire Critique de la Langue 
Fran 9 aise ” (2 vols, 1843-46); 
“ Grand Bictionnaue de Geographie 
TJmverselle ” (4 vols , 1856-58, new 
edit. 1865, compiled m collaboration 
with M. Bevars) ; “ Petit Biotion- 
naire National” (1857) ; and “Gram- 
maire pour Tons ” (1865) . 

BESSEMER, Sir Henrt, F.R.S., 
civil engineer and inventor, whose 
name is mseparably associated with 
the development of the steel in- 
dustry of England and other coun- 
tries, is a son of the late Mr. 
Anthony Bessemer, of Old Broad 
Street, London, and subsequently 
of Charlton, Hertfordshire, where 
the subject of this notice was born, 
Jan. 19, 1813. He was, to a very 
great extent, self-taught, and at 20 
years of age he exhibited a design 
at the Royal Academy, then located 
at Somerset House. He first at- 
tracted the attention of Lord Al- 
thorp, then Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, by an ingenious con- 
trivance which he made for pre- 
venting frauds which were perpe- 
trated on a large scale by the 
transfer of stamps from old docu- 
ments to new ones ; but, though the 
saving to the public purse was esti- 
mated at nearly ^6400,000 a year, he 
never received any remimeration 
for his ingenuity. In 1856 he read 
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before the British Association, at 
Cheltenham, his first paper on the 
manufacture of malleable iron and 
steel. His discovery of the means 
of rapidly and cheaply converting 
pig-iron into steel, by blowing a 
blast of air through the iron when 
in a state of fusion, was the result of 
labours and experiments which ex- 
tended over a period of more than 
ten years, and in which the ultimate 
result was only attained after many 
and disheartening failures. Prior 
to this invention, the entire pro- 
duction of cast steel in Great Britain 
was only about 50,000 tons annually , 
and its average price, which ranged 
from ^50 to .£60 per ton, was i3ro- 
hibitory of its use for many of the 
purposes to which it is now univer- 
sally applied. In the year 1877, 
nomthstanding the depression of 
trade, the Bessemer steel produced 
in Great Britain alone amounted to 
750,600 tons, or 15 times the total 
of the former method of manufac- 
ture 5 while the selling price aver- 
aged only £10 per ton, and the coal 
consumed m producing it was less 
by 3,500,000 tons than would have 
been required in order to make the 
same quantity of steel by the old, 
or Sholfield, process. The total re- 
duction of cost is equal to about 
£30,000,000 sterling upon the quan- 
tity manufactured in England dur- 
ing the year j and in this way steel 
has been rendered available for a 
vast number of purposes in which 
its qualities are of the greatest pos- 
sible value, but from which its high 
price formerly excluded it. During 
the same year the Bessemer steel 
manufactured in the five other 
countries in which the business is 
chiefly conducted — namely, the 
United States, Belgium, Germany, 
Erance, and Sweden — raised the 
total output to 1,874,278 tons, with 
a net selling value of about 
£20,000,000 sterling. The first 
honorary recognition of the import- 
ance of the Bessemer process in 
this country was made by the In- 
stitution of Civil Engineers about 


1858, when that body awarded Mr, 
Bessemer the Gold TeKord Medal, 
for a paper read by him before them 
on the subject. Sweden was the 
next country to appreciate a process 
which touched so nearly the groat 
staple manufacture of that kingdom. 
The Bessemer in*ocess was early 
established there, and the Crown 
Prince, who is the President of the 
Iron Board of Sweden, inspected 
the first operation of making steel, 
with which he was so satisfied as to 
make Mr. Bessemer an honorary 
nember of the Iron Boai’d. Ham- 
burg was the next to adopt the pro- 
cess, and afterwards to present Mr. 
Bessemer with the freedom of the 
ity. The process of manufacture 
then spread to Styria and other 
parts of Germany, and the King of 
Wiu'temberg presented Mr. ]Bes- 
senier with a gold medal, accom- 
panied by a complimentary letter of 
acknowledgment. Meanwhile the 
system had been adopted at the 
works of Prince Demidoff, and those 
of the Northern Eailway, near 
Vienna. The Emperor of Austria 
took great interest in its progress, 
and conferred on its inventor the 
honour of Knight Commander of 
the Order of Francis Joseph, the 
jewelled cross and crimson collar 
being accompanied by a complimen- 
tary letter. In 1807 a scientific 
commission in Pans reported to the 
Emperor, Napoleon HI., upon the 
Xmogress and imioortance of the Bes- 
semer process, suggesting that his 
Majesty should confer on Mr. Bes- 
semer the Grand Cross of the Legion 
of Honour. The Emperor assented, 
on condition that the English Minis- 
ter in Paris would permit Mr, Bes- 
semer to wear it ; which permission, 
however, he failed to obtain, and so 
the intended honour was never con- 
ferred. At the Exhibition in Paris, 
however, in 1867, although Mr. 
Bessemer was not an exhibitor, the 
Emperor presented him in person 
with a magnificent gold medal, 
weighing 12 ounces, in recognition 
of the value of his inventions. 
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Another graceful acknowledgment 
of the value of the process was made 
in 1871 by the Iron and Steel Insti- 
tute of Great Britain^ which society 
elected Mr. Bessemer its president. 
The Americans have adopted a very 
special method of showing their ap- 
preciation of Mr. Bessemer’s ser- 
vices to science. In the midst of 
one of the richest iron and coal dis- 
tricts in the worlds in Indiana, they 
have built a new city, which from 
its geographical position and local 
advantages is destined eventually 
to become one of the largest centres 
of trade in America. To this city 
they have given the name of Bes- 
semer. In 1872, the Albert Grold 
Medal of the Society of Arts was 
awarded, by the Council, to Mr. 
Bessemer for the eminent services 
rendered by him to arts, manufac- 
tures, and commerce, in developing 
the manufacture of steel ” His 
next invention was the Bessemer 
Saloon'’ for preventing sea-sick- 
ness, and for which a company was 
formed, Mr. Bessemer himself sub- 
scribing .£25,000 towards the capi- 
tal. Unfortunately, however, the 
" Saloon Company" fell into hquida- 
tion, and Mr. Bessemer’s ingenious 
invention was never submitted to 
the test of practical working at sea, 
so that this great problem still re- 
mains unsolved. Mr. Bessemer was 
elected a member of the Institution 
of Civil Engineers in 1877. The 
first Howard q^uinquennial prize, 
being that for the year 1877, was 
awarded by the Institution of Civil 
Engineers to Mr. Bessemer as — ^in 
terms of the bequest — ^the inventor 
of a new and* valuable process re- 
lating to the uses and property of 
iron. Mr, Bessemer was elected a 
Fellow of the Eoyal Society, June 
12, 1879, and on the 26th of the 
same month he was knighted by the 
Queen at Windsor. On April 15, 
1880, the Company of Turners pre- 
sented the freedom and livery of 
their company to Sir Henry Bes- 
semer, and on Oct. 6 in the same 
year he was presented with the free- 


dom of the City of London, "in 
recognition of his valuable dis- 
coveries, which have so largely 
benefited the iron industries of this 
country, and his scientific attain- 
ments, which are so well known and 

1 appreciated throughout the world ’’ 

BEST, William Thomas, son of 
a solicitor at Carlisle, was born 
there Aug. 13, 1826. He was edu- 
cated in his native city under a 
private tutor. It was intended that 
he should adopt the profession of a 
civil engineer, but he chose music 
as a profession before the comple- 
tion of his term in the former 
pursuit. He became Organist of 
the Panopticon, Leicester Square, 
in 1853; Organist of the chapel 
of Lincoln’s Inn; Organist of St. 
Martin’s-m-the-Fields ; Organist of 
St. G-eorge’s Hall, Liverpool, m 
1855 (a position he still holds) ; and 
Organist of the Eoyal Albert Hall, 
Kensington, in 1871. In 1840 Eng- 
lish organs were unsuitable for the 
performance of Bach’s great organ 
works, the functions of the separate 
or " obbligato ’’pedal not being then 
understood. Goss, Thurle, and other 
well-known men of the same day 
merely played the organ as "piano," 
with an occasional holding-bass or 
drone-bass on the pedals. Mr. Best, 
however, induced organ-builders to 
reconstruct their instruments in 
accordance with Bach’s system, in 
which the bass of organ music 
should be assigned to the pedals, 
and not to the left hand. This re- 
quires a complete and separate 
organ for the feet, the same as the 
keyboards for the hands Bach’s 
theory of music is now universal in 
England. Mr. Best has published 
the following works on organ 
music : — Modem School for the 
Organ," 1854, a collection of ori- 
ginal studies ; " Art of Organ-Play- 
mg," 1870; sonatas, preludes and 
fugues, concert pieces m all styles, 
1850-82 ; Arrangements from the 
Scores of the Great Masters,” 5 
vols., 1873 ; " The Organ Student," 

2 vols. 5 and several of Handel’s

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works, including Choral Fugues,” 
1856, Organ Concertos,” 1858, 
and "Handel Album,” 1880. He 
has also published some pianoforte 
music, and an overture for orchestra 
and triumphal march, composed for 
musical festivals. In 1880 he re- 
ceived a Cml List pension of oBlOO 
per annum 

BEUST (Yiscount von), Frede- 
rick Constantine, a mineralogist 
and geologist, born at Dresden, April 
13, 1806, studied mathematics and 
natural science at the Academy of 
Freiberg, and law at the universities 
of Leipsic and Q-ottmgen. After- 
wards he was employed in the ma- 
nagement of various mines, and in 
1842 he received the appointment of 
Chief Inspector of Mines in Freiberg. 
His writings on special subjects 
brought him into public notice, and 
gained for him an honourable posi- 
tion among political economists and 
statesmen. In the latter capacity he 
became the leader of a small party 
in Saxony, and he was sent to the 
conference which commenced its 
sittmgs m London on April 25, 
1864, as representative of the Diet 
of Frankfort. Among his writmgs 
are a "G-eognostic Sketch of the 
Principal Masses of Porphyry 
between Freiberg, Frauenstem, 
Tharandt, and hTossen,” Freiberg, 
1835 ; " Criticism of Werner’s 

Theory of Metallic Veins,” Frei- 
berg, 1840 5 and a large number of 
smaller works and memoirs, 

BEUST (Count von), Frede- 
rick Ferdinand, a distinguished 
G-erman statesman, brother of the 
above, born at Dresden, Jan. 13, 
1809, studied at Gcttingen and 
Leipsio, and entered the Foreign 
Office. After holding the post of 
Assessor of Land-Survey m 1832, 
he spent between two and three 
years in visiting Switzerland, 
France, and England. He became 
Secretary of the Saxon Legation at 
Berlin in 1836, occupied the same 
post at Paris in 1S38, was Charg6 
d’ Affaires at Munich in 1841, in 
London in 1846, Ambassador to the 


Court of Berlin in 1848, and Minister 
for Foreign Affairs for Saxony in 
Feb. 1849, receivmg the portfolio 
for Agriculture in the following 
May. He took a prominent part in 
the discussions preceding the treaty 
of 1852, and in 1853 became Minister 
of the Interior, when he resigned 
his post as Minister of Agriculture. 
On the breaking out of the Danish 
war m 1863, Baron von Beust 
distinguished himself by his fidehty 
to Federal mterests, and by a 
rebuke he administered to Lord 
Eussell in answer to a despatch 
from the latter. He represented 
the Germanic Diet at the London 
Conference of 1864, during the con- 
tinuance of which he twice visited 
Paris, to confer with the Emperor 
Napoleon, whose guest he was after- 
wards at Fontainebleau. After the 
war between Austria and Prussia, 
Baron von Beust was made Minister 
for Foreign Affairs in Austria, Oct. 
30, 1866, Minister of the Household, 
Nov. 14, 1866, and President of the 
Council, with the title of Chancellor 
of the Empire, on the retirement of 
Count Belcredi, Feb. 4, 1867. The 
Emperor of Austria, acting under 
Baron von Beust’s advice, made 
great concessions to Hungary. He 
succeeded in completely conciliating 
that country, and on June 8, 1867, 
the coronation of the Emperor as 
King of Hungary was celebrated at 
Pesth, amid the acclamations of the 
people, the event being hailed as a 
pledge of the lasting reconciliation 
with the Magyars. Baron von Beust 
inaugurated a Liberal pohcy in 
regard to the interior organization 
of the Empire, and, himself a Pro- 
testant, he has invariably shown 
the bitterest hostility to the parti- 
sans of the Church. During his 
tenure of office the Jews were ad- 
mitted to equal civil and religious 
rights with the rest of the popula- 
tion,* the Eeichsrath assented to 
the separation of the Church from 
the State, and declared all religious 
bodies to be equal in the eye of the 
law; the Concordat enteired into 
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With the Holy See in 1855 was 
repudiated , civil marriage was 
estahhshed j imprisonment for debt 
was abolished ; and press offences 
were referred to the decisions of 
juries. Baron von Beust also 
directed his energies to the im- 
provement of the financial condi- 
tion of Austria, and the increase of 
her mihtary strength. He accom- 
panied the Emperor Francis Joseph 
to France on the occasion of the 
Universal Exposition of 1867. He 
resigned the post of Chancellor of 
the Empire in Hov., 1871, and 
shortly afterwards was appomted 
Austrian Ambassador at the Court 
of St. James's in the place of Count 
Apponyi He remained in London 
till Hov., 1878, when he was ap- 
pointed Austrian Ambassador at 
Paris. A sketch of ^'The Austro- 
Hungarian Empire, and the Pohcy 
of Count Beust, by an Enghshman,” 
was published at London in 1870. 
Count von Beust is Grand Cross of 
the Legion of Honour, and in Sept., 
1871, the Emperor of Q-ermany con- 
ferred on him the cordon of the 
Order of the Black Eagle. He has 
also received many other G-erman 
and foreign decorations. 

BEVERLY, William: Roxbt, 
painter, was born in 1824, at Rich- 
mond, in Surrey, where he received 
his education. His father was a 
midshipman, named Roxby, who 
had served under Lord Nelson, but 
who left the sea and appeared on 
the stage under the assumed name 
of Beverly. It was intended that 
the son should follow his father's 
profession, but he had a pencil in 
his hand whenever it was possible 
to get one, and he was well thrashed 
for daubing the walls of his bed- 
room with soot and red lead in the 
endeavour to paint landscapes. In 
1851 Mr. Beverly became painter 
and director of the painting rooms 
at Covent G-arden and Drury Lane 
Theatres j but for some yeai*s past 
he has been engaged at Drury Lane 
exclusively He is renowned for his 
gorgeous visions of fairylands and 


his magnificent transformation 
scenes. Mr. Beverly's works in 
water-colours are always well placed 
on the line at the exhibitions of the 
Royal Academy, and, for the most 
part, they find their way into the 
best collections. 

BEWICK, The Rioht Rev. John 
William, D.D., Bishop of Hexham 
and Newcastle, was born at Minster 
Acres, Northumberland, April 20, 
1824, and at the age of thirteen be- 
came an alumnus of St. Cuthbert's 
College, Ushaw, where he completed 
his course of studies for the priest- 
hood, distinguishing himself as a 
first-class scholar. Promoted to 
priest's orders in 1860, he was first 
placed as assistant priest at the ca- 
thedi'al in Newcastle-upon-Tyne. 
In 1854 he was removed to a more 
responsible position in North 
Shields, where he laboimed for fif- 
teen or sixteen years . Shortly after 
being appointed in 1868 by Bishop 
Chadwick his Vicar-G-eneral, he 
resigned the rectory of North 
Shields, and took up his residence 
at Tynemouth, where he founded 
the mission of Our Lady and St. 
Oswin He was appointed a canon 
of the cathedral chapter in 1865, 
and ten years later received the 
doctor's cap from the Holy See. 
In Sept , 1882, he was nominated to 
the See of Hexham and Newcastle, 
which had become vacant by the 
death of Dr. James Chadwick, and 
he was consecrated by Cardinal 
Manning on the 18th of the follow- 
ing month in St. Mary's cathedral 
church, Newcastle-upon-Tyne. 

B I A R D, Auguste Franoois, 
a French painter, born at Lyons, 
Oct. 8, 1798 j after studying in the 
Academy of Fine Arts of his native 
place, visited Spain, Greece, Syria, 
and Egypt, and his sketches rapidly 
found their way into public collec- 
tions and private residences. His 
"Arabian overtaken by the Sunoom 
m the Desert," exhibited at Paris in 
1833, was followed by the " Odalisque 
of Smyrna." M. Biard was, h6wevef, 
more successful in the delineation 
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of comic and 'bnrlesqne groupings, 
whicli, always taken from life, made 
him the favonnte of his mirth- 
loving countrymen. Among these 
are ''The Sequel of a Masquerade,” 
"A Skirmish of Masquers with the 
Police,” and " The Family Concert,” 
a divertmg satire upon wonderful 
children His power eicfcends to 
the delineation of grim subjects, 
such as his "Slave-market on the 
Gold Coast of Africa.” His love of 
travel led him to visit Eussia, Nor- 
way, Lapland, Greenland, and Spitz- 
bergen, whither he was accompanied 
by his wife, and he produced a 
number of sketches and studies of 
nature in these regions. His most 
celebrated picture of this period is 
the "Combat with Polar Bears.” 
In 1857 he exhibited "The Bom- 
bardment of Bomarsund,” and "A 
Ball onboard an English Corvette.” 
This artist obtained two medals of 
the second-class in 1828 and 1848 
respectively, one of the fii’st-class 
in 1836, and the "Order of Merit” 
in 1838. Many of his pictures have 
been engraved. 

BICKEESTETH, The Very Eev. 
Edward, D.D., F.E.G.S., Dean of 
Lichfield, the second son of the late 
Eev. John Bickersteth, M A., ne- 
phew of the late Lord Langdale, 
and brother of the present Bishop 
of Eipon, was born in 1814, at 
Acton, Suffolk •, entered Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge, in 1832, and gra- 
duated B A. in honours, from Sid- 
ney Sussex College m 1836, having 
previously obtamed the Taylor’s 
Mathematical Exhibition. He after- 
wards entered as a student in 
theology at Durham University, 
where he gamed the first prize for 
a Theological Essay in 1837, was 
ordained deacon at the end of that 
year, and priest in Jan., 1839. He 
served as curate to Archdeacon 
Vickers at Chetton, Shropshire, in 
1838-39, when he was appointed to 
the curacy, with sole charge, of the 
Abbey, Shrewsbury Havmg occu- 
pied this position for nme years, he 
was presented by the late Earl 


Howe in 18 18 to the incumbency of 
Penn Street, Buckinghamshire . Dr. 
Bickersteth was appomted Eural 
Dean of Amersham,by the Bishop of 
Oxford, the same year; Vicar of 
Aylesbury and Archdeacon of Buck- 
ingham in 1853; Select Preacher 
before the University of Cambridge 
in 1861, 1864, 1873, and 1878; and 
Deputy Prolocutor of the Convoca- 
tion of Canterbury in 1861-2 He was 
elected Prolocutor of the Convoca- 
tion of Canterbury upon the resig- 
nation of the Dean of Bristol, and 
admitted to the degree of D.D., 
propter menta, by a Grace of the 
Senate of the University of Cam- 
bridge m 1864; again elected Pro- 
locutor at the opening of the new 
Convocation in 1866, and First 
Honorary Canon of Christ Church, 
Oxford. He was for the third time 
elected Prolocutor in Dee. 1868; 
and again for the fourth time in 

1874. He was Select Preacher be- 
fore the University of Oxford in 

1875. In Feb. 1875, he was nomi- 
nated by the Crown to the Deanery 
of Lichfield, which had become va- 
cant by the death of the Very Eev. 
William Weldon Ckampneys. He 
has published " Questions illustrat- 
ing the Thirty-nine Articles,” 
"Catechetical Exercises on the 
Apostles’ Creed,” “Prayers for the 
Present Times,” Charges delivered 
at his Visitations in 1855, 1856, 
1858, 1859, 1861, 1862, 1864, 1865, 
1867, 1868, and 1870; "God’s Judg- 
ments in India, a Warning to Eng- 
land,” — a sermon on the Fast Day, 
Oct 7, 1857; "Church Music,” — a 
sermon; "The Convictions of Ba- 
laam,” — an Oxford Lenten sermon ; 
"The Anthem of Creation,” — a 
Choral Festival Sermon , " The Con- 
flict with the Spirit of Expediency,” 
— an Oxford Lenten Sermon ; vari- 
ous tracts in the M^rd series of 
" Tracts for the Christian Seasons ; ” 
a paper on " Diocesan Synods,” read 
at the York Congress in 1866; "The 
Authority and Eesponsibilities of 
the Christian Ministry,” — an ordi- 
nation sermon preached in Eipon 
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Cathedral in 1866; ^^The Victor on 
his Throne delivering up the King- 
dom/^ — an Oxford Lenten sermon^ 
1867 ; a Consecration sermon in 
Westminster Abhey^ Eeb. 24^ 1869 ; 
" Enoch/ ^ — an Oxford Lenten ser- 
mon^ 1869, "Counsels of Peace for 
the ChTirch of England/^ — an ad- 
dress to the Clergy of the Eural 
Deanery of Handsworth, 1877 ; "The 
Reform of Convocation/^ 1877; "St. 
Paulas Message to Archippas/^ — an 
Ordination sermon> 1878 ; " The 
Mercian Church and St. Chad/^ — 
an Address delivered in Lichfield 
Cathedral on March 2, 1880; "Man ' 
in the Universe without God/'’ — a I 
sermon preached at the req[uest of ■ 
the "Christian Evidence Society/’ 
Julyj 1880; "Marriage with a De- 
ceased Wife’s Sister/’ Oct, 1881. 
He also brought out a new edition 
of Evans’s "Bishopric of Souls/’ 
1877 . Dean Bickersteth was a mem- 
ber of the company appointed by 
Convocation to re-vise the New Tes- 
tament ; and he is the writer of an 
Exposition of St Mark’s Gospel for 
the " Pulpit Commentary.” 

BICKEESTETH, The Eev. Ed- 
ward Henry, M.A., born at Isling- 
ton, Jan. 25, 1825, son of the late 
Eev. Edward Bickersteth, Eector of 
Watton, was educated at Watton 
and Tiinity College, Cambridge. 
He was Chancellor’s English Medal- 
list in 1844, 1845, and 1846; pro- 
ceeded B.A. (Sen. Opt.) in 1847, 
Classical Tripos, 3rd Class; took the 
degree of M.A. in 1850 , and gained 
the Seatonion Prize in 1854 Mr. 
Bickersteth became Curate of Ban- 
ningham, Norfolk, in 1848 ; Curate 
of Christ Church, Tunbridge Wells, 
in 1852 ; Eector of Hinton Martell, 
Dorset, in the same year; Vicar of 
Christ Church, Hampstead, in 1855 ; 
Chaplain to the Bishop of Eipon in 
1861 ; and Eural Dean of Highgate 
in 1878. He is author of the fol- 
lowing books : — " Poems,” 1848 , 
"Water from the Well-Sining,” 
1853; "The Eock of Ages; or. 
Scripture Testimony to the One 
Eternal Godhead of the Father, and 


of the Son, and of the Holy Spirit,” 
1858; "Practical and Explanatory 
Commentary on the New Testa- 
ment,” 1864; "Yesterday, To-day, 
and for Ever : a Poem in 12 books,” 
1866, "The Spirit of Life; or. Scrip- 
ture Testimony to the Divine Person 
and Work of the Holy Ghost,” 1868 ; 
"The Hymnal Companion to the 
Book of Common Prayer,” 1870; 

The Two Brothers, and other 
Poems,” 1871 ; "The Master’s Home- 
Call,” 1872, "The Eeef and other 
Parables,” 1873; "The Shadowed 
Home and the Light Beyond,” 
1874; and, "The Lord’s Table,” 
1882. The "Hymnal Companion,” 
of which a revised and enlarged 
edition, with tunes, appeared in 
1876, is now in use in more than 
two thousand churches in England 
and -fche colonies. 

BICKERSTETH, The Eight 
Eev. Robert, D D., P.E.S , Bishop 
of Eipon, fourth son of the Eev. 
John Bickersteth, M.A., Eector of 
Sapcote, Leicestershire, and nephew 
of the late Lord Langdale, born at 
Acton, Sufiolk, Aug. 24, 1816 ; was 
intended for the medical profession, 
but preferring the Church, entered 
Queen’s College, Cambridge, and 
graduated B A. in honours in 1841, 
and M.A. in 1846. He was ordained 
to the curacy of Sapcote in 1841 ; 
was Curate at St. Giles’s, Reading, 
in 1843-4, at the parish church of 
Clapham in 1845, and became In- 
cumbent of St. John’s Church, 
Clapham, towards the close of that 
year. He was appointed to the rec- 
tory of St. Giles-in-the-Pields in 
1851, though, from the diminution 
of income which he sufiered by 
the operation of the Metropolitan 
Burials Act, his promotion con- 
siderably curtailed his revenue. 
He was appointed a Canon Resi- 
dentiary of Salisbury in 1854, and 
was promoted to the see of Eipon 
in 1856. Dr. Bickersteth has written 
"Bible Landmarks,” published in 
1850; "Lent Lectures, Means of 
Grace,” in 1851 ; a volume of Ser- 
mons in 1866 ; Charges delivered to 
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tlie Clergy of the Diocese of Ripon 
in 1858, 18G1, 1864, 1867, and 1870 ; 
several single Sermons, and Lec- 
tures on various subjects. 

BICKMOEE, Albert Smith, 
born at St. George^s, Maine, March 
1, 1839. He graduated at Dart- 
mouth. College m 1860, and imme- 
diately commenced the study of 
natural history under Agassiz, who, 
in the following year, placed him 
in chai’ge of the department of 
Mollusca in his Museum of Com- 
parative Zoology at Cambridge. 
He had, very early in his scientific 
career, determined to establish at 
Kew York a Museum of Natural 
History. Partly to make collec- 
tions for this, and partly to supply 
some deficiencies in the Museum of 
Comparative Zoology, he sailed in 
1865 for the East Indies. He spent 
one year making collections of shells 
and small animals in the East In- 
dian Archipelago ; then traversed 
a large portion of China, visited 
and explored Japan, crossed Sibe- 
ria, visiting its mines. Central and 
Northern Bussia, and other Euro- 
pean countries, and returned to 
New York in about three years 
from the date of his departure. In 

1869 he published in London and 
New York a volume of his “Travels 
in the East Indian Archiiielago,’^ 
and a German edition at Jena. In 

1870 he was elected Professor of 
Natural History in Madison Uni- 
versity, Hamilton, New York. He 
has been a frequent contributor to 
the American Journal of Science, 
and the Journal of the Eoyal 
Geographical Society; and is now 
Superintendent of the Museum of 
Natural History, New York, which 
was inaugurated at the close of 
1877. 

BIDDULPH, Lieut.-Gem. Sir 
Michael Anthony Shrapnel, 
K.C.B., is the second son of the 
late Eev. Thomas Shrapnel Bid- 
dulph, of Amroth Castle, Pembroke- 
shire, sometime Prebendary of 
Brecknock, by Charlotte, daughter 
of the Eev. James StiUingfleet, 


Prebendary of Worcester, and was 
born in 1825. He was educated at 
Woolwich, and entered the Eoyal 
Artillery in 1843 as a second lieu- 
tenant. He was promoted to first 
lieutenant in the following year, 
became captain in 1850, brevet 
ma]or in 1854, brevet lieutenant- 
colonel in 1856, colonel in 1874, 
major-general in 1877, and lieu- 
tenant-general in 1881. General 
Biddulph served throughout the 
Eastern campaign of 1851-55, in- 
cluding the battles of Alma, Bala- 
clava, and Inkerman, and the siege 
and fall of Sebastopol. He was 
Deputy Adjutant-General of Artil- 
lery in India from 1868 to 1871, 
and in 1876 he was appointed 
Brigadier-General in command of 
the Eohilkimd district; he also 
commanded the Quettah field force 
in Afghanistan in 1878-9. He was 
nominated a Companion of the 
Order of the Bath (mihtary divi- 
sion) in 1873, and promoted to a 
Knight Commandershlp of that 
Order in 1879. In 1881 ho was 
appointed to the divisional staff of 
the army in Bengal. Sir Michael 
Biddulph married, in 1857, Katha- 
rine, daughter of Captain Stainati, 
Commandant of Balaclava. 

BIDDULPH, Sir Egbert, 
K C M.G ., IS son of the late 
Mr. Eobert Biddulph, of Ledbury, 
Herefordshire, by Elizabeth, daugh- 
ter of Mr. George Palmer, M.P., of 
Nazing Park, Essex. He was born 
in London, Aug. 26, 1835, and edu- 
cated at the Eoyal Military Aca- 
demy, Woolwich. He was appointed 
second lieutenant in the Eoyal 
Artillery in 1853 ; captain in 1860 ; 
major in the army in 1861 ; lieu- 
tenant-colonel in 1861 ; colonel in 
1872; brigadier-general in 1879; 
and major-general in Cyprus in 
July, 1879. He was Deputy Assist- 
ant-Adjutant-General in India from 
1858 to 1860 ; Military Secretary 
in China in 1860-61 ; Military 
Secretary in Madras from 1801 to 
1865, and Deputy Assistant-Quar- 
termaster-General at Woolwich 
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from 186S to 1871 He was one of 
the assistant Boundary Commis- 
sioners under the Reform Act of 
i8G7, and acted as private secretary 
to Mr. Cardwell when that states- 
man was Secretary for War^ in 
1871-73. From 1873 to 1878 he 
was Assistant Adjutant-General at 
headquarters ; in Marche 1879^ he 
was nominated Her Majesty's Com- 
missioner for arranging the pay- 
ment due to the Turkish Govern- 
ment under the Convention con- 
cluded in the previous year; and 
in Mayj 1879^ he was appointed 
High Commissioner and Comman- 
der-in-Chief of the island of Cyprus, 
on the transfer of Sir Garnet Wolse- 
ley to Hatal. He was nominated a 
Companion of the Order of the Bath 
(military division) in 1877, and 
created a Knight Commander of 
the Order of SS. Michael and George 
in 1880 He married, in 1864!, 
Sophia, ‘daughter of the Rev. A. L. 
Lambert, rector of Chilbolton, 
Hampshire, and widow of Mr. R. 
Stuart Pahner. 

BIERSTADT, Albbbt, bom at 
Dusseldorf, in Germany, in 1828. 
His parents emigrated to the Umted 
States when he was two years of 
age, and settled in New England. 
He went to Germany in 1853, 
studied painting in the Dusseldorf 
Academy, spent a winter in Rome, 
made the tour of Switzerland and 
the Appennines, and returned to 
the IJmted States in 1857. In 
1858 he accompanied General 
Lander's expedition to the Rocky 
Mountains, where he spent sever^ 
months in making sketches. He 
was made an Academician in 1860 
In 1863 he produced his celebrated 
picture, View of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, — Lander's Peak," which at 
once gave him a high reputation 
Among his subsequent works, the 
most noticeable have been — " Sun- 
light and Shadow," " The Storm in 
the Rocky Mountains," Domes of 
the Yosemite," "Laramie Peak," 
Emigrants Crossing the Plains," 
Mount Hood," "Mount Whit- 


ney," and " Scene near Fort Lara- 
mie " In 1873 he visited the 
Pacific coast, and engaged upon 
new pictures of that region. In 
1871 he was made a member of 
the Academy of Fine Arts of St. 
Petersburg. His house and studio 
at Irvin^n, New York, were 
destroyed by fire in November, 1882 ; 
but, though his loss was consider- 
able, his more valuable pictures 
were fortunately at his studio in 
New York City, and so escaped 
destruction. 

BIGELOW, John, born at Mal- 
den, New York, Nov. 25, 1817, 
gTaduated at Union College in 1835. 
He was admitted to the bar in 
1839, and practised at New York for 
about ten years. In 1840 he was 
connected with the Flebian, and in 
1843 — 45 was a frequent contribu- 
tor to the Democratic Review. He 
was State Prison Inspector from 
1845 to 1848, and originated some 
important reforms in the discipline 
of the prisons of New York. In 
1850 he became a partner with 
WiUiain C. Bryant, in the owner- 
ship and editing of the New Yorh 
Evening Post, and was the manag- 
ing editor until 1861. He visited 
Jamaica, and on his return pub- 
lished "Jamaica in 1850." In 1854 
he sailed again for the West Indies. 
In 1861 he was appointed American 
Consul at Paris ; m Dec., 1864, he 
became Charge d' Affaires; and in 
April, 1865, he was appointed 
Minister to the Court of France. 
He resigned in December, 1866, 
and after spending some time in 
travel in Europe, returned to the 
United States in 1868 ; but in the 
following year he again returned 
to Europe, making Berlin his resi- 
dence for several years. Besides 
several political essays, he has pub- 
hshed a "Life of JTohn C. Fre- 
mont." 1856 ; " Les Etats-Unis en 
1863," Paris, 1863; an edition of 
the "Autobiography of Benjamin 
Franklin from materials collected 
in France," 1868 ; " Some Recollec- 
tions of Antoine Pierre Berryer," 
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1869; "Brance and Hereditary 
Monarcliy/^ 1871 ; Tlie Wit and 
Wisdom of the HaytianSj” 1877; 
and MolinoSj the Qnietist/^ 1882. 
He had for some years up to 1872 
belonged to the Eepublican party^ 
but in that year he joined with the 

Liberals in opposing the re-elee- 
tion of President Grant; subse- 
quently became affiliated with the 
Bemocratic party^ and in 1875 was 
elected Secretary of State of New 
York. Since 1877 he has taken no 
active part in public life^ but has 
contributed some papers to the 
periodicals. He resides at New 
York, with a summer residence at 
Highland Palls, New York. 

BILLOT, Jean Baptiste, a 
French general, born at Chaumeil 
(Corr^ze) Aug. 15, 1828, entered at 
the age of nineteen the military 
college of St Cyr, which he left in 
1849 as sub-lieutenant, and became 
attached to the staff. He was pro- 
moted to the rank of lieutenant in 
1852 ; of captain in 1854 ; of major 
in 1863 ; of lieutenant-colonel in 
1869 , and of colonel in 1870. 
During the greater part of his 
brilliant military career he was 
stationed in Algeria, and he after- 
wards served in Mexico. Eecalled 
from Africa at the tune of the war 
against Prussia he was made a 
brigadier-general by the Govern- 
ment of the National Defence, and 
a few weeks later, an auxiliary 
general of division. Subsequently, 
however, he was replaced in the 
rank of brigadier-general by the 
commission for the revision of 
ranks. Placed at the head of the 
Army Corps he gained a consider- 
able advantage over the enemy 
near Baune-la-EoUande, and he 
took part in the victory of Villers- 
Sexel. During the armistice Gene- 
ral Billot was elected to the Na- 
tional Assembly as a representative 
for the department of Corr^ze. He 
took his seat among the members 
of the Eepublican Left, and was 
appointed president of that group. 
Besides taking part in the discus- 


sion of the measures relating to 
Army Eeform, he joined in politi- 
cal debates on several occasions, 
and he opposed with great vigour 
the attempts made by the Legiti- 
mists to place the Comte de Cham- 
bord on the throne of his ancestors 
in 1873. At the close of the year 
1875 he was elected a Senator for 
life In the De Freycinet Cabinet, 
which was constituted in Jan , 1882, 
Genera] Billot held the poi'tfolio of 
Minister of War. In Jan , 1883 
General Billot and Admiral Jaure- 
guiberry, the Minister of Marine, 
resigned their posts in consequence 
of differing in opinion from their 
colleagues as to the advisability 
of striking the Orleans princes 
off the active list of the army. 
The result of the double resigna- 
tion was the instant collapse of the 
Ministry. 

BINNEY, The Eioht Eev. Hib- 
BEBT, D.D., Bishop of Nova Scotia, 
son of the Eev. Dr. Binney, rector 
of Newbury, Berks, born in Nova 
Scotia, in 1819, came to England, 
and studied at King's College, Lon- 
don, and afterwards at Worcester 
College, Oxford, of which he be- 
came scholar and fellow, and where 
he graduated in 181-2 in classical 
and mathematical honours. Having 
taken orders, he was consecrated 
fourth Bishop of Nova Scotia in 
1851. This was the first bishopric 
founded by England in her colonial 
dependencies, and the diocese for- 
merly included Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick, Prince Edward's Island, 
and some portion of Lower Canada. 
It is now confined, however, to the 
Province of Nova Scotia and the 
Island of Prince Edward. 

BIECH, Charles Bell, A.E.A., 
sculptor, is the only surviving son 
of the late Jonathan Birch, and 
was born at Brixton, in Surrey, 
Sept. 28, 1832. His father, who 
spent his early life in Germany, 
possessed considerable literary 
talent, was the author of several 
original works, and translated 

Faust," and the Niebelungen 
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Lied Frederick William IV. of 
Prussia honoured him by many 
marks of appreciation, and he en- 
joyed the friendship of Baron Hum- 
boldt, Chevalier Bunsen, Sir Wil- 
liam Allen, and other leading men 
of the day. The subject of this 
memoir was sent at the age of 
twelve to study at the Somerset 
House School of Design. In 1845 
the Ring of Prussia having offered 
his father a residence at Berlin, he 
accepted the offer, and removed 
with his family to that capital. 
Two years later, when his father^s 
death occurred, Charles Birch was 
already a student of the Berhn 
Royal Academy, drawing and 
modelhng from the antique, and 
attending the life, anatomical, per- 
spective, and ammal classes He 
also received valuable instruction, 
as a pupil, in the studios of Pro- 
fessors Rauch and Wichmann. He 
remained at the Berlin Academy 
imtil 1852. Before leaving he pro- 
duced his first work of any import- 
ance — a bust of the late Earl of 
Westmoreland, English Ambassa- 
dor at Berlin, subsequently executed 
in marble for the King of Prussia. 
On his return to England in 1852 
Mr. Birch passed through the 
schools of the Royal Academy, 
gaining two medals, and after some 
further years spent in study, en- 
tered the studio of the late J. H. 
Foley, R.A., where for ten years 
he acted as principal assistant. In 
1861 the Axfa Dnion of London 
having offered a premium of dSGOO 
for the best original figure or 
group, a prize open to all nations, j 
Mr. Birch was the successful com- 
petitor with his gToup "'A Wood 
Nymph.” The work was subse- 
quently executed in marble, and it 
was selected by the Royal Commis- 
sioners as one of the representa- 
tive works of British Art for the 
Vienna, Philadelphia, and Paris 
Exhibitions ; its present owner, 
Mr. Hornsby, of Beckenham, being, 
however, only willing to part with 
it temporarily for esfiibition in the 


French Capital. The following 
list comprises a selection from Mr. 
Birch's contributions to the Royal 
Academy since 1852 : — Busts of the 
late E. M. Ward, R.A., and Mrs. 
E. M. Ward; statuette of Mary 
Agatha, youngest daughter of 
Lord and Lady John Russell ; bust 
of Prince Frederick William of 
Prussia, from sittings taken at 
Buckingham Palace before his mar- 
riage with the Princess Royal; a 
marble group, The Good Samari- 
tan,” executed for the late Mrs. J. 
S Mort, of Sydney ; marble group. 
Children of the late Edwin 
Tooth, of Sydney;” "Marguerita 
with the Jewel Casket” (from 
Faust); marble bust, '^Ruth;” 
bust of J. J. Lonsdale, Recorder of 
Folkestone ; bust of Lord John 
Russell, in marble, for the City 
Liberal Club ; colossal statue of S. 
T. Chadwick, M.D., executed in 
bronze for the town of Bolton in 
Lancashire; and an ideal work. 
Retaliation,” subsequently cast 
in bronze and purchased by the 
Commissioners of the Sydney Art 
Gallery. In 1879 Mr. Birch ex- 
hibited The Last Call,” a group 
of heroic size, representing a 
trumpeter of Hussars and his 
horse shot down simultaneously 
whilst in the act of charging. 
In 1880 he exhibited a group 
representii^ Lieutenant Hamilton, 
V.C., in his last and gallant at- 
tempt to save the Residency at 
Cabul in Sept. 1879. In 1881 he 
executed a colossal statue in bronze 
of the late Maharajah of Bulram- 
pore Amongst other works in pro- 
gress are a colossal figure of Earl 
Beaconsfield for Liverpool, and a 
large group Godiva.” As a 
draughtsman on wood and stone, 
Mr. Birch has for a long time past 
contributed to the pages of the 
Illustrated London News and other 
periodicals and books. He exe- 
cuted, in 1880, a series of twenty 
original designs for the Art Union 
of London, in illustration of Lord 
Byron's poem of " Lara,” BDe was 
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elected an Associate of the Eoyal 
Academy April 23, 1880. 

BIRCH, The Rev. Henry Mil- 
dred, B.D., eldest son of the Rev. 
Henry Rous Birch, of Southwold, 
Suffolk, born about 1820, was edu- 
cated on the foundation at Eton, 
and proceeded in due course to 
King's College, Cambridge, where 
he succeeded to a Fellowship, and 
graduated B A. in 1843, having ob- 
tained the Craven Scholarship, and 
other university distinctions. He 
afterwards went to Eton as one of 
the assistant-masters, and whilst 
there was selected as tutor to His 
Royal Highness the Prince of 
Wales. Having resigned his post 
and taken orders, he was appointed, 
in 1852, rector of Prestwich, near 
Manchester He is chaplain to the 
Queen and to the Prince of Wales, 
and was appointed by the Crown to 
a canonry in Ripon Cathedral, 
vacant by the promotion of Hr. 
Atlay to the see of Hereford, in 
May, 1868. He was elected Proctor 
in Convocation for the Hean and 
Chapter of Ripon, in 1868, and 
again in 1874. Mr. Birch was some 
time honorary canon of Manches- 
ter Cathedral. 

BIRCH, Samuel, LL D., F.S.A., 
eldest son of the late Rev. Samuel 
Birch, H.H., rector of St Mary 
Woolnoth, London, and vicar of 
Little Marlow, Bucks, born in Lon- 
don, Nov, 3, 1813, was educated at 
private schools at Greenwich and 
Blackheath, and afterwards at 
Merchant Taylors' School, which he 
left in 1831. He was employed 
under the Commissioners of Public 
Records in 1834, and in 1836 was 
appointed assistant in the depart- 
ment of Antiquities of the British 
Museum, from which he rose to be 
assistant-keeper in 1844, on the re- 
tirement of Mr. Barnewellj and on 
the new organization of the de- 
partment in 1861, he was appointed 
keeper of the Oriental, Mediaeval, 
and British Antiquities and Ethno- 
graphical Collections. In 184GMr. 
Birch visited Italy by order of the 


trustees to examine the Anastasi 
collection of Egyiitian antiquities 
at that time at Leghorn, and tr 
see the collections of Rome and 
other cities. In 185G ho was again 
sent to Rome by Sir G Corne- 
wall Lewis, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, to examine and value, 
in conjunction with Mr. Newton, 
the Campana collection, which had 
been offered to the British Goveim- 
ment for purchase. In ]8G3 the 
description which he drew up of a 
papyims belonging to the Prince ot 
Wales was printed for private cir- 
culation by His Royal Highness. 
In 1839 he was elected correspond- 
ing member of the ArcheBological 
Institute of Rome , in 1851, of the 
Academy oi Berlin; in ]852, of 
Herculaneum ; and in 18G1, of the 
Academy of Inscriptions find Belles- 
Lettres of the French Institute. 
The honorary degree of LL.H. was 
conferred upon him by the Univer- 
sity of St. Andrews in 18G2. Ho le 
an honorary member of the Royal 
Society of Literature, of the Society 
of Antiquaries, of the Oriental So- 
ciety of France, and of the Ethno- 
logical Society of America, and is 
one of the direction of the Archieo- 
logical Institute of Rome At an 
early period of his career he paid 
particular attention to the study of 
I Egyptian hieroglyphics, and his re- 
searches attracted the notice and 
secured him the lasting friendship 
of the late Baron Bunsen, with 
whose labours he was associated in 
his work on Egypt, Mr. Birch hav- 
ing contributed the philological 
portions relating to the hierogly- 
phics. One of the last requests of 
Boron Bunsen was that he should 
undertake the revision of future 
editions of this work. Accordingly, 
in 18G7, after tlie Baron's death, 
he pubRshed the fifth aud conclud- 
ing volume, four-fifths of which is 
the composition of Hr. Birch him- 
self. His labours extend ovei* 
most branches of antiquities, he 
having, besides his researches in 
hieroglyphics, published memoirs 
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and dissertations on Greek, Roman, 
and British antiquities, numisma- 
tics, and ethnography, and assisted 
in the editing of cuneiform inscrip- 
tions. In addition to these he has 
pubhshed in the Asiatic Journal 
translations from the Chinese, seve- 
ral papers in the Transactions of 
the Royal Society of Literature,'^ 
the Archoeologia, the Revue Arc'h4o- 
logique, the Archaologische Zeitung, 
the Zeitschnft fur (Bgyjgtische Spracfie 
und AlterthumsTcundej and the works 
of various societies. He also con- 
tributed many articles to the ‘^Eng- 
lish Encyclopaedia.” The late 
King of Prussia presented him 
with a copy of the great work of 
LepsiuSj the Denkmaler,” for his 
Egyptian researches. Dr Birch's 
other publications are • — ^the " Gal- 
lery of Antiquities,” 1842 ; the 
text of Owen Jones's Views on 
the Nile,” 1843; "Catalogue of 
Greek Yases ” (with Mr. Newton), 
1851 ; " Introduction to the Study 
of the Hieroglyphics,” 1857 j a 
" History of Ancient Pottery,'' 
1858 ; " Description of the Papyi’us 
of Nash-khem,” 1863 j the " Ehind 
Papyri,” 1866 , and " Egypt from 
the Eailiest Times," 1875. He 
edited " The Records of the Past,” 
from 1873-80 ; Wilkinson's " Man- 
ners and Customs,” 1878 ; and 
Eber's "Egypt," 1879. Dr. Birch 
presided over the Congress of 
Orientalists, held in London in 
Sept., 1874. The German Emperor 
conferred on him the Order of the 
Crown, and the University of Cam- 
bridge its honorary LL D. degree, 
in 1875, and he was made honorary 
Eellow of Queen's College, Oxford, 
in the same year, and D.C L of the 
same university in 1876, in recogni- 
tion of his exertions on that occa- 
sion. He was appointed Rede 
Lecturer at Cambridge for the year 
1876. 

BIRD WOOD, Sir GsoRaE Chris- 
topher Molesworth,M.D., C.S.I., 
eldest son of General Christopher 
Birdwood, late of the 3rd Native 
Infantry, and Commissary-General, 


Bombay, was born at Belgaum, 
Bombay, Dec. 8, 1832 He was 
educated at Plymouth New Gram- 
mar School and at the Univer- 
sity where he took the degree 
of M.B., and passed the usual 
examination of the College of Sur- 
geons in 1854. He was appointed 
to the medical service of the East 
India Company on their Bombay 
establishment in the same year. 
His fii-st charge was of the Southern 
Mahratta Horse, Kalludghee, in 
1855. Later he was transferred to 
the 1st Battery 2nd Brigade of 
Artillery at Sholapore, where he 
was also at different times in charge 
of the 8th Madras Cavalry, 3rd 
Bombay Native Infantry, and the 
Civil Station. In 1856 he was 
sent to the Persian Gulf m 
medical charge of the Company's 
steamship Ajdaha and the detach- 
ment of Her Majesty's 64th Regi- 
ment on board, and was present at 
the bombardment and capture of 
Mohammarah, for which he re- 
ceived the medal and clasp given 
for the Persian War of 1856-57. 
On his return to Bombay in April, 
1857, he was appointed Acting Pro- 
fessor of Anatomy and Physiology 
in Grant Medical College, and from 
that date to his leaving India con- 
tinued to be connected with the 
college almost without interruption 
in the chairs successively of Ana- 
tomy and Physiology and Botany 
and Materia Medica. In the same 
year Dr Birdwood was appointed 
Curator of the Government Central 
Museum at Bombay. With the 
assistance of the late eminent 
Hindoo x>hyBician and scholar. Dr. 
Bhawoo Dha]ee, and the liberal co- 
operation of the leading native 
gentlemen of all religions and races 
he succeeded in establishing the 
Victoria and Albert Museum, and 
the Victoria Gardens in Bombay. 
In 1867 Dr. Birdwood was sent 
by Sir Bartle Erere, at the ex- 
press desire of the leading mer- 
chants of Bombay, as Special Com- 
missioner for the Government, to 
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tlie Universal Exliil)ition held, in 
Paris in that year. These services 
■were aokno'wledged by his being 
appointed Sheriff of Bombay and 
by the addresses presented to him 
on his being forced to finally leave 
India, through permanently broken 
health, in 1869, by the Eoyal Asiatic 
Society, the Agri - Horticultural 
Society, the University of Bombay, 
of -whioh he "was then Eegistrar, 
and the students of Grant Medical 
College. On the occasion, also, of 
the proclamation of the Queen as 
Empress of India, Jan. 1, 1877, he 
was appointed to the Companion- 
ship of the Star of India. Since 
his return to this country Dr. Bird- 
wood has chiefly devoted himself to 
■writing on Indian subjects, and more 
especially on Indian art. For his 
services on behalf of Indian art the 
Queen conferred on Dr. Birdwood 
the honour of knighthood in Sept., 
1881. Sir George Birdwood also still 
maintains his official ties with 
India, having been appointed about 
1879 Speoifi Assistant in the 
Eevenue, Statistics, and Commerce 
Department of the India Office. 
He is the author of Catalogue of 
the Economic Products of the Bom- 
bay Presidency (Vegetable),^' 1st 
edition, 1862, 2nd edition, 1868; 
"The Genus Boswelha (Frankin- 
cense plants), with illustrations of 
three new species in the "Trans- 
actions of the Linnean Society,^' 
vol. xxvii. ; the article "Incense,'^ 
in the "Encyclopaedia Britannica”; 
"Handbook to the British Indian 
section, Paris Exhibition of 1878 , 
" Handbook on the Industrial Arts 
of India,^' 1880 ; " The Arts of 
India,” 1881 ; " Austellung In- 
discher Kunst - Gegenstande, zu 
Berhn,” 1881 ; "Indiens Konstslojd 
en Kortfattad Skildring,” Stock- 
holm, 1882. He was a constant 
contributor to the Indian Press, and 
for some time editor of the Bombay 
Saturday Review. He wrote two 
letters in the Times of 6th Dec,, 
1881, and 26th Jan., 1882, m which 
he contended that the opium reve- 


nue of the Indian Government is 
as sound and moral as the revenue 
derived by this country from the 
excise. These letters were rcimb- 
lished in Mrs. W H. Breroton'a 
" Truth about Opium,” 1882. 

BIEKS, The Eev. Thomas Ea^w- 
soN, M.A., born Sept., 1810, gradu- 
ated at Trinity College, Cambridge, 
m 1831, as second wrangler and 
second Smith's jirizcman. In the 
same year he became fellow of his 
college, and won the Seatonian 
prize for the best English poem in 
18 1-3- 11. In the bitter year he 
became rector of Kel shall, Herts. 
He is the author of "Memoirs of 
the Eev. E. Bickersteth, of Wat- 
ton,” whose daughter he married. 
He was for five years examining 
chaplain to Bishop Villiers, of Car- 
hsle, and afterwards of Durham; 
and for 21 years, from 1850 to 1871, 
he was one of the honorary secre- 
taries of the Evangelical Alliance. 
He was appointed "vicar of Holy 
Trinity, Cambridge, in 1865, and 
held that incumbency till 1877. 
He was an examiner for the Theo- 
logical Examination in 1867 and 
1868, and a member of the Board 
of Theological Studios. II(‘ has 
been one of the Select Preachers 
before the University. Mr Birks 
was elected iCniglitbndge Professor 
of Moral Theology, Casuistical 
Divinity, and Moral Philosophy at 
Cambridge, on the death of the 
Eev. J. T. D. Maurice, in April, 
1872. His principal works are: —

The Victory of Divine Goodness," 
"The Scripture Doctrine of Crea- 
tion," '^The Sacraments, Science 
and Prayer " ; Commentary on 
the Book of Isaiah," " First Prin- 
ciples of Moral Science," " Modern 
Dtihtarianism," " Modern Physical 
Fatalism," "Supernatural Revela- 
tion," an answer to Supernatural 
Religion j " An Essay on the Right 
Estimation of Manuscript Evi- 
dence in the Text of the New Testa- 
ment," " Thoughts on Sacred Pro- 
phecy," 1880 ; besides various 
papers for the Qhnstmn Observer) 
The Victoria Philosophical Institute) 
and other pamphlets. 

BIRMINGHAM, Bishop OP. {Bee 

HlIiATHOBNE ) 

BISMARCK - SCHCENHAUSEN 
(Pbince yon), Kabl Otto, states- 
man, born at Schoenhausen, April 1, 
1815 ; studied at Gottingen, Berlin, 
and Griefswald j entered the army, 
and was afterwards a lieutenant in 
the Landwehr. He became a mem- 
ber of the Diet of the province of 
Saxony in 1846, and of the General 
Diet, in which he made himself 
remarkable by the boldness of his 
speeches, in 1847. On one occasion 
he argued that all great cities 
should be swept from the face of 
the earth, because they were the 
centi'es of democracy and constitu- 
tionalism. Nor did the events of 
1848 modify his opinions. In 1851 
he entered the diplomatic service, 
and was intrusted with the legation 
at Frankfort. Regarding Austria 
as the antagonist of Prussia, he 
was sent in 1852 to Vienna, where 
he proved a constant adversary to 
Count Rechberg. In 1858, a pam- 
phlet entitled "La Prusse et la 
Question Italienne " appeared, the 
authorship of which was generally 
attributed to him. In tMs publi- 
cation reference was made to the 
antagonism existing between Aus- 
tria and Prussia, and a triple alliance 


between France, Prussia, and Russia 
R^as advocated. In March, 1850, 
M. von Bismarck was sent as Am- 
bassador to St Petersburg, which 
post he held until 1862, and having 
conciliated the Czar, was decorated 
with the order of Samt Alexander 
Newski. In May, 1862, he was 
appointed Ambassador to Pans, 
where he received the Grand Cross 
^ the Legion of Honour from the 
^mperor Napoleon, and he was made 
Minister of the King's House and of 
Foreign Affairs in Prussia, Sept. 22. 
The budget having been rejected 
by the Deputies, but adopted by 
the Dpper Chamber, M. Bismarck, 
in the name of the king, dissolved 
the former after a series of angry 
altercations. The newspapers which 
protested against this despotic act 
were proceeded against with great 
severity, as were numerous public 
officials, magistrates, and others 
who openly expressed views hostile 
to the Government. In Jan., 1863, 
he protested agamst an address 
which the Deputies presented to the 
Kmg, in which he was accused of 
having violated the constitution. 
Shortly after, the affaii-s of Poland 
caused fresh difficulties. The Cham- 
ber of Deputies, by a majority of 
five to one, censured the Mimstry 
for having concluded (Feb. 8) a 
secret treaty with Russia. After 
the close of the aggressive war 
waged by Prussia and Austria 
against Denmark, in which Austria 
had very reluctantly taken part, 
Bismarck thought the time had 
arrived for carrying out his long- 
cherished project of making Prussia 
the real head of Germany His 
preparations for another aggressive 
war were completed, and, aided by 
an alliance with Italy, in a campaigi. 
of a few weeks' duration Austria 
and her allies were defeated. It k 
probable that dread of a still more 
formidable alliance induced M. vor 
Bismarck to stop short in his careei 
of victory, as the Emperor Napo- 
leon, in his speech to the Frencl 
Chambers, declared that he hac 
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arrested the conqueror at the gates 
of Vienna. A preliminary treaty 
of peace with Austria was concluded 
at Nikolshurg, July 26, 1866, and 
as Austria consented to retire from 
Germany, the terms of a general 
pacification were arranged M. von 
Bismarck was created a Count, 
Sept. 16, 1865, on which occasion 
he received from the King of Prus- 
sia a valuable estate in Luxemburg. 
He lost no time in turning to account 
the victory gained by Prussia over 
Austria, and in advancing his 
favourite scheme for the unification 
of Germany, provinces and king- 
doms were at once annexed. The 
free town of Prankfort received a 
Prussian garrison in spite of the 
indignant protests of the population, 
Hanover was incorporated in the 
Germanic Confederation ; and at 
the close of the year 1866 Count 
Bismarck succeeded in concluding 
with Bavaria, Baden, and Wurtem- 
berg treaties of peace, and of alliance 
offensive and defensive, with a 
proviso that in the event of war 
the King of Prussia should have 
the chief military command. In 
1867 Count Bismarck organised the 
North German Confederation, which 
comprised twenty-two States, repre- 
senting a population of 29,000,000. 
The king of Prussia was at the 
head of this powerful Confederation, 
and a Federal Council, composed 
of delegates of the different States, 
was established, together with 
a Diet or common Parliament, the 
members of which were elected by 
universal suffrage . The new federal 
constitution was adopted by the 
Prussian Chambers in June, and 
came into operation on the 1st of 
the following month, Count Bis- 
marck receiving as the reward of 
his services the post of Chancellor 
of the Confederation and President 
of the Federal Council. The Luxem- 
burg question now gave rise to 
serious differences between the 
Prussian and French Governments, 
and Count Bismarck strenuously 
opposed the projected cession of 


that province by Holland to France. 
Eventually the dispute was settled 
by the Luxemburg territory being 
neutrahzed, and the fortresses dis- 
mantled After this both Powers 
declared their intention to be 
pacific, but nevertheless they both 
mcreased their already bloated 
armaments. Ill-health compelled 
Count Bismarck to retire from pul)- 
lic life for a short period in 1868, 
but he returned to Berlin in Octo- 
ber of that year, and resumed the 
direction of affams. On the 1st of 
January he entered on his functions 
as Foreign Minister of the North 
German Confederation. In July, 
1870, it transpired that General 
Prim had sent a deputation to 
Prussia to offer the Crown of Spam 
to Prince Leopold of Hohenzollern. 
The French people were greatly 
agitated at the receipt of this intel- 
ligence. Some of their leading 
statesmen declared that France 
would never consent to see a Prus- 
sian prince seated on the throne 
of Spam, and explanations were 
demanded from the Berlin cabmet. 
It was alleged by Count Bismarck 
that the King of Prussia gave his 
consent to the acceptance of the 
crown by the prince only as the 
head of the Hohenzollern family, 
and not as an act of the Government. 
A few days later the withdrawal of 
the prince's candidature was an- 
nounced; but in spite of this 
France declared war against Prus- 
sia, and the campaign commenced, 
the latter Power receiving great 
assistance from the troops sent into 
the field by the King of Bavaria 
and the Dukes of Baden and Wur- 
temberg. This is not the place to 
record the complete successes of 
the German armies. Suffice it to 
say, that Count Bismarck accom- 
panied the King throughout the 
campaign, and that after the 
capitulaion of Paris he dictated 
the terms of peace, which were 
adopted by the Assembly then 
sitting at Bordeaux. He succeeded 
in uniting Germany, and on Jan, 
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18, 1871, lie liad the satisfaction 
of seeing King William of Prussia 
crowned Emperor of Germany m 
the Palace of the French kmgs, at 
Versailles. In the same month he 
was appointed by his Imperial 
master Chancellor of the German 
Empire, and in the following March 
raised to the rank of Prince. In 
September of the same year he was 
present at the memorable meeting 
of the German and Austrian em- 
perors at Gastein. Subsequently 
Prince Bismarck greatly offended 
the Catholic party throughout Ger- 
many by promotmg the legal 
measures which were directed 
against the freedom of the Church, 
and which resulted in the expulsion 
of the Jesuits, and the incarceration 
of several bishops. In Dec., 1872, 
he resigned the presidency of the 
State Ministry, although he con- 
tinued to confer with the Emperor 
on the affairs of the empire and its 
foreign pohcy. The Emperor also 
authorised him, in the event of his 
being unable to appear personally 
at a meeting of the Ministry of 
State, to give his vote on matters 
concerning the interests of the 
empire through the President of 
the Imperial Chancellery. On this 
occasion Prince Bismarck received 
from his royal master the Order of 
the Black Eagle, set in diamonds. 
In Oct , 1873, he was re-appointed 
as Prussian Premier. On July 13, 
1874, as the Prince was driving in 
the country at Kissingen, he was 
fired at by a young man named 
KuUman, and slightly wounded by 
a shot wMch grazed his right wrist . 
The culprit was apprehended, and 
eventually sentenced to fourteen 
years' hard labour, with a further 
ten years' loss of civil rights, police 
inspection, and costs. An attempt 
was made to prove that Kullman 
was connected with the clerical 
party, and a statement to that effect 
made by Prince Bismarck himself 
afterwards led to an exciting scene 
in the German Parliament. Towards 
the close of 1874, at the instigation 


of Prince Bismarck, Count Amim 
was imprisoned, and tried on a 
charge of having abstracted docu- 
ments from the archives of the 
German embassy at Paris He 
presided over the Congress of the 
representatives of the Great Powers 
which assembled at Berlin to dis- 
cuss the provisions of the Treaty 
of San Stefano in 1878. 

B JOENSON, Bjorutstene, a Nor- 
wegian novehst and dramatic poet, 
born at Quikne (Oesterdal), Dec. 8, 
1832, first became known in conse- 
quence of some articles and stories 
which he contributed to newspapers, 
especially the "Folkeblad," an illus- 
trated journal, in the columns of 
which appeared his Aanum," "'^Ole 
Stormsen,"and ^^EnmunterMand." 
The years 1856 and 1857 he passed 
at Copenhagen, where he studied the 
works of Baggesen, of (Elenschlager, 
and of the principal Danish writers. 
Afterwards he published in “ Faedre- 
landet," his novel of Thrond," 
which was followed by “ Arne" and 
" Synnoeve Solbakken." He has also 
produced several tragedies and other 
pieces for the stage. The following 
works of his have been translated 
into English: — ‘^Ame a Sketch of 
Norwegian Country Life," trans- 
lated from the Norwegian, by A. 
Plesner and S. Eugeley Powers, 
8vo, London, 1866 ; “Ovind: a Story 
of Country Life in Norway,” trans- 
lated by S. and E. Hjerleid, 8vo, 
London, 1869 j " The Fisher 
Maiden," a Norwegian tale, trans-

and F. Eichardson, 8vo, London, 
1870; '"The Happy Boy: a Tale of 
Norwegian Peasant Life," translated 
byH.E.G., Boston, IJ.S ,1870, "The 
Newly-married Couple," translated 
by S. and E. Hjerleid, 8vo, London, 
1870; and "Love and Life in Nor- 
way,” translated from the Nor- 
wegian, by the Hon. A. Bethell and 
A. Plesner, 8vo, London, 1870. 
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BLACHFOED fBAnoN), The 
Eight Hon. Frederick Eogers, is 
the eldest son of the late Sir Frocle- 
rick Leman Eogers, Bart , of Wis- 
dome, by Sophia, daughter of the 
late Lieutenant-Colonel Charles Eus- 
sell Deare, of the Bengal Artillery, 
who was killed in action in 1791. 
He was born in London on Jan. 31, 
1811, and educated at Eton and 
Oriel College, Oxford, where he took 
his B.A degree in 1832, obtaining 
first-class honours in the school of 
Literse Humaniores, and also in that 
of mathematics. He had already 
obtained the Craven University 
Scholarship, and he subsequently 
gained a Fellowship at Oriel Col- 
lege, to which he added the Vinerian 
Scholarship and Fellowship. He 
graduated M.A. in 1835, and B.C.L. 
in 1838. He was called to the bar 
at the Inner Temple in 1836. In 
1845 he was appointed Eegistrar of 
Joint-Stock Companies, and in the 
following year one of the Commis- 
sioners of Lands and Emigration. 
In 1857 he was nominated Assistant 
Commissioner for the Sale of En- 
cumbered Estates in the West 
Indies; and in May, 1860, Per- 
manent Under-Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, a post which he 
held until 1871, when he was sworn 
Privy Councillor, in recognition of 
his long and arduous labours m the 
public service. In Oct, 1871, he 
was raised to the peerage of the 
United Kingdom, with the title of 
Baron Blaehford, of Wisdome, in 
the comity of Devon. He was Chair- 
man of the Eoyal Commission ap- 
pointed in 1881 to inquire into the 
condition of the London Hospitals 
for small-pox and fever cases, and 
into the means of preventing the 
spread of infection. 

BLACK, William, was born at 
G-lasgow in 1841, and received his 
education at vaiuous private schools. 
His youthful ambition was to become 
an artist, and he studied for a short 
time in the Government School of 
Art in his native city, but eventually 
he drifted into journahsm, becoming 


connected with the Glasgow Weehly 
Q%bi%en while yet in his teens. In 
1864 he came to London, and wrote 
for magazines. Ho was attached, 
in the following year, to the staff of 
the Morning Star, and was special 
correspondent for that paper during 
the Franco-Austrian war of 1866, 
scenes from which appeared in his 
first novel, Love or Marriage,'" 
pubhshed in 1867. This novel dealt 
too much with awkward social 
problems, and was not successful, 
but the author's next work of fiction 
was more favoutably received It 
was entitled ‘‘ In Silk Attire" (1869), 
and a considerable portion of it was 
devoted to descriptions of peasant 
life in the Black I’orest Then fol- 
lowed " Kilmeny" and " The 
Monarch of Mincing Lane," the 
former dealing mostly with Bohe- 
mian artistic life in London. But 
his first real hold of the novel- 
reading public was obtained by " A 
Daughter of Heth" (1871), which 
went through many editions . H ext 
came The Strange Adventures of 
a Phaeton” (1872), whicli literally 
described a driving excursion that 
the author made from London to 
Edinburgh, with a thread of fiction 
interwoven. It is said that a good 
many Americans, amongst others, 
have adopted this iilan of exploring 
the English counties, and have 
taken the “ Adventures ” as a sort 
of guide-book. In 1873 was pub- 
lished " A Princess of Tlmle.” It 
was followed by Tiie Maid of Kil- 
leena and other Stories,” 1874, 
'' Three Feathers,” 1875, the scene 
of which was laid in Cornwall; 
'^Madcap Violet,” 1876; '' Oreen 
Pastures and Piccadilly,” 1877; 
‘^Macleod of Dare,” 1878 ; White 
Wings : a Yachting Eomanco,” 
1880 ; Sunrise: a story of those 
Times,” 1881 ; " The Beautiful 
Wretch,” 1882; and Shandon 
Bells,” 1883. For four or five years 
Mr. Black was assistant editor of 
the Daily News, but ho practically 
ceased his connection with journal- 
ism some years ago. 
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BLACKBURN (Babon), The 
Right Hon. Colin Blackburn, 
second son of tlie late John Black- 
burn, Esq , of KiUearn, co. Stirling, 
by Rebecca, daughter of the late 
Rev. Dr. Gillies, was born in 1813, 
and educated at Eton and Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where he gra- 
duated B.A. as a high Wrangler in 
1835. He was called to the bar at 
the Middle Temple, and for some 
years went the Northern circuit 
For about eight years he conducted, 
with the late Mr. Ellis, the regular 
recognized Reports in the Court of 
Queen’s Bench, and the eight or 
ten volumes of '^Elhs and Black- 
burn” are of high authority He 
published an excellent legal work 
" On Sales.” At Liverpool he had 
secured a large amount of business 
in heavy commercial cases, when, 
in 1859, he was made a puisne 
judge of the Queen’s Bench. On 
that occasion he received the honour 
of knighthood. In Oct. 1876, he 
was made a Lord of Appeal under 
the provisions of the Appellate 
Jurisdiction Act (1876), and ci*eated 
a peer for life under the title of 
Baron Blackburn. In Aug. 1878, 
he was nominated a member of the 
Royal Commission appointed to con- 
sider the provisions of a draft Code 
relating to Indictable Offences. 

BLACKBURN, Henrt, son of 
Mr Charles Blackburn, B.A., of 
Cambridge, born at Portsea, Feb. 
15, 1830, and educated at Eung’s 
College, London ; was appointed 
private secretary to the Right Hon. 
E. Horsman, M.P., in 1853. He is 
a foreign correspondent and art- 
critic for London papers and maga- 
zines. Mr Blackburn visited Spain 
and Algeria in 1855, 1857 and 1864, 
and delivered illustrated lectures 
on these subjects. He was ap- 
pointed editor of London Society in 
1870, but resigned that post in 
1872. He also held an appoint- 
ment in the Civil Service Commis- 
sion. Mr. Blackburn wrote and 
partly illustrated the following 
works: "Life in Algeria” 1864 j 


" Travelling in Spam ” 1866 , " The 
Pyrenees,” illustrated by Gustave 
Dore, 1867 ; " Artists and Arabs,” 

1868 , " Normandy Picturesque,” 

1869 , " Art in the Mountains . the 
Story of the Passion-Play in Ba- 
varia,” 1870 ,* " Harz Mountains,” 
1873, and Breton Polk,” with 
illustrations by R. Caldecott, 1879. 
Mr. Blackburn is the originator of 
the system of Illustrated Catalogues 
to Exhibitions with Facsimiles of 
Sketches drawn by the artists. He 
IS editor of the annual Academy 
Notes and Grosvenor Notes, and a 
lecturer on Art 

BLACKER, The Rev. Beaver 
Henrt, M.A., was born May 31, 1821, 
in Dublin, being the eldest son of 
the late Latham Blacker, Esq. He 
was educated at Trinity College, 
Dublin (B.A. 1843; M.A. 1846). 
He was appointed to the vicarage 
of Booterstown, co. Dublin, m 1857, 
and to the rural deanery of South 
Dublin in 1862 — ^both of which he 
resigned in 1874. Mr. Blacker is 
a member of several literary socie- 
ties in England, Ireland, and 
America. He has published " Ser- 
mons on National Humiliation,” 
1847 ; The Imprecatory Passages 
in the Psalms, and the Athanasian 
Creed,” 1851 ; " Doctrines and 

Duties,” 1852 ; " Brief Sketches of 
the Parishes of Booterstown and 
Donnybrook, in the county of Dub- 
lin ; with Notes and Annals,” 1860- 
74, and other writings, besides 
contributions to several leading 
periodicals. He is also the editor 
of Gloucestershire Notes and Queries. 

BLACKIE, John Stuart, Pro- 
fessor of Greek in the University of 
Edinburgh, son of a banker in Aber- 
deen, born at Glasgow, in July, 1809, 
was educated at Aberdeen and Edin- 
burgh. During two years passed 
in Gottingen and Berlin, and at 
Rome, he devoted himself to the 
study of German, Italian, and clas- 
sical philology. In 1834 he pub- 
lished a metrical translation of 
Goethe’s " Faust,” with notes and 
prolegomena (2nd edit., 1880),

and was called to the Scottish har. 
He became a frequent contributor 
of articles bearing on G-erman litera- 
ture to Blaclcwoodj Tait, and the 
Foreign Quarterly Review. In 1841 
he was appointed to the newly- 
formed chair of Latin Literature 
in Manschal College, Aberdeen 
This post he held for eleven years, 
during which time he entered 
warmly into the movement for 
University Eeform in Scotland, 
which resulted in the appointment 
of a Parliamentary Commission on 
that subject in 1858, by which 
some important changes were ef- 
fected in the higher branches of 
education in Scotland He con- 
tributed several philological articles 
to the Classical Museum, published 
in 1850, then edited by Dr L 
Schmitz, and a metrical translation 
of jEschylus, which led to his ap- 
pointment, in 1852, to the Greek 
chair in the University of Edin- 
burgh. This was followed by an 
essay on the '^Pronunciation of 
Greek, Accent and Quantity,^' 1852; 
a "Discourse on Beauty, with an 
Exposition of the Theory of Beauty 
according to Plato appended,” 1858 , 
"Songs and Legends of Ancient 
Greece,” 1857, 2nd edition, 1880; 
and another volume of Poems, 
Enghsh and Latin, 1860. In 1853 
he travelled in Greece, and pub- 
lished a lecture warmly recom- 
mending the study of modern 
Greek, and articles on modern 
Greece in the Westminster and 
North British Reviews. He is the 
author of various articles in the 
North British Review, an article on 
Plato in the " Edinburgh Essays,” 
and the article "Homer,” in the 
" Encyclopsedia Bntannica.” In 
addition to his academical work, 
which, since he settled in Edin- 
burgh, has been principally con- 
nected with Plato and Homer, Pro- 
fessor Blackie has been very active 
as a popular lecturer, and made 
himself somewhat conspicuous as a 
warm advocate of Scottish nation- 
laity. In the discussions which pre- 


ceded the passing of the Eeform 
Act of 1867 he took a warm inte- 
rest, and supported the prmciples 
of the British constitution against 
the advocates of American demo- 
cracy in a public debate with Ernest 
Jones, the well-known Chartist 
Professor Blackie's argument on 
" Democracy,” on this occasion, was 
published, and went through six 
editions in a fortnight His name 
is closely connected with the move- 
ment which resulted in the abolition 
of the Test Act, requiimg the pro- 
fessors of the Scottish Universities 
to be members of the Established 
Church. In 18G6 he published 
"Homer and the Iliad,” contain- 
ing a translation of the Iliad in 
ballad measure, a third volume of 
Critical Dissertations, and a fourth 
of Notes Philological and Archieo- 
logical; and in 1869 "MusaBui-schi- 
cosa,^^ a volume of songs for stu- 
dents and university men In 1870 
he put forth a volume of "War 
Songs of the Germans,” with his- 
torical sketches, in which he advo- 
cated the cause of the Germans 
against Prance with groat energy 
and decision In 1872 he published 
"Lays of the Highlands and Is- 
lands ” Professor Blackie also ap- 
peai’ed as a lecturer in the Eoyal 
Institution, London, where ho com- 
bated the views of Mr. John Stuart 
Mill in moral philosophy, of Mr 
Grote in his estimate of the Greek 
sophists, and of Max Muller in his 
allegorical interpretation of ancient 
myths. His views on moral philo- 
sophy against the Utilitarian school 
were set forth in " Pour Phases of 
Morals,” Edinburgh, 1871, 2nd 
edit, 1874, reprinted in America. 
His principal philological papers 
appeared in a collected form in 
1874, under the title of "Horse 
Hellenicse ; ” and in the same year 
he put forth a little volume of prac- 
tical advice to young men, entitled 
" Self -Culture,” which had a large 
sale in England, India and America, 
has gone through thirteen editions, 
and has been translated into Prench,

German and Boiieinian. His more 
recent works are The Wise Men 
of Greece ; or^ Sketches of ancient 
Greek philosophy from Thales to 
Plato in a series of dramatic dia- 
logues/" 1877; ''The Natural His- 
tory of Atheism; a defence of 
Theism against modern Atheistic 
and Agnostic tendencies/" 1877 ; 
"■ Lay Sermons . a series of dis- 
courses on important points of 
Christian doctrine and morals^"" 
1881 ; " The Language and Litera- 
ture of the Highlands of Scotland, 
with poetical translations of some 
of the most popular pieces of Gaehc 
poetry/" 1875 , " Altavona ; or, fact 
and fiction from my life in the 
Highlands/"18S2. Professor Blackie 
has crowned his contributions to- 
wards a proper estimate of Scottish 
Celts by the foundation of a Celtic 
chair in the Hniversity of Edin- 
burgh, for which by four years" con- 
siderable exertion he collected a 
sum of d612,000 sterling. He re- 
signed the chair of Greek in the 
University of Edinburgh in Aug. 
1882. 

BLACKLEY, The Key. Wil- 
liam Leweb-t, M a., is the second 
son of the late Travers E. Blackley, 
Esq, of Ashtown Lodge, Phcenix 
Park, Dublin. He was born at 
Dundalk, Ireland, Dec. 30, 1830, 
and received part of his early edu- 
cation on the Continent. Having 
entered Trinity College, Dublin, in 
his sixteenth year, he obtained his 
B.A. degree in 1850, and his M.A. 
in 1854, in which year he was 
ordained to the curacy of St 
Peter’s, Southwark ; on leaving 
which charge shortly after, he be- 
came curate of Erensham, where, 
having remained tliirteen years, he 
was promoted by Bishop Sumner 
in 1867 to the rectory of North 
Waltham, Hants, which he still 
holds In 1857 he published his 
metrical translation from the Swe- 
dish, of Bishop Tegner’s famous 
poem, " The Erithjof Saga."" This 
was followed by the publication of 
his "Practical German Dictionary,"" 


which, in its origmal and abridged 
forms, has passed through many 
editions In 1867 he published his 
" Critical Eng’lish New Testament,"" 
and his volume on " Word Gossip"" 
followed in 1869 He also wrote for 
the National Society the Teacher’s 
Manual, " How to Teach Domestic 
Economy,” 1879 ; and " The Social 
Economy Eeadmg Book/" 1881. 
It was not, however, till the end 
of 1878 that the essay was pub- 
lished destined to bring his name 
into such prominence in public no- 
tice as it now occupies. It appeared 
m the November issue for that 
year of the Nineteenth Century, 
under the title of "National In- 
surance, a cheap, practical and 
popular way of preventing Pauper- 
ism,"" and immediately attracted 
an extraordmary share of public 
attention. A remarkable sermon, 
preached by Mr. Blackley in West- 
minster Abbey, in Sept. 1879, on 
"Our National Improvidence/" also 
attracted much notice. The Na- 
tional Providence League was 
formed in 1880, for the purpose of 
educating public opinion on the 
subject of National Insurance , and 
a great number of public meetings 
have been held, in which the pro- 
posals have been discussed. Mr. 
Blackley’s proposals have reached 
far beyond this country, with the 
result that movements more or less 
upon his lines have been started in 
Prance, Switzerland, Italy, Ger- 
many, and New Zealand. 

BLACKMOEE, Eichard Dod- 
dridge, son of the Eev John Black- 
more, was born at Longworth, Berk- 
shire, m 1825 . His maternal grand- 
mother was a grand-daughter of 
Dr. Doddridge. He was educated 
at Tiverton School, and Exeter Col- 
lege, Oxford, where he obtained a 
scholarship and graduated B A. in 
1847, taking a second class in clas- 
sics He was called to the bar at 
the Middle Temple in 1852, and 
afterwards practised as a convey- 
ancer.

BLAIE, Montgomery, born in 
Franklin County, Kentucky, May

Blanchard became a constant con- 
tributor to periodical and dramatic 
literature at a very early period of 
his life, and before his twenty-fifth 
year was known to the public as the 
editor of " Chambers's London 
Journal,” the author of " Brad- 
shaw's Descriptive Railway Guides," 
and a series of handbooks, tales, 
essays, dramas, farces, and bur- 
lesques, which showed the exorcise 
of a ready pen in the service of 
publishers and managers. He 
afterwards edited Willoughby's 
" Shakspere," " England and Wales 
Delineated,” and wrote the novels 
of " Temple Bar,” and "Man with- 
out a Destiny,” besides supplying 
Miss Emma Stanley and Mr. W. S. 
Woodin with some of the most

BLEWITT, OcTAviAN, was bom 
Oct 3, 1810, in St. Helen's Place, 
Bishopsgate, London, where his 
father was settled as a merchant. 
Entering the medical profession, he 
served the usual five years' appren- 
ticeship, partly to his uncle, Mr. 
Dryden, assistant-surgeon of Devon- 
port Dockyard, and partly to Mr 
Pollard of Torquay. At the close of 
the year 1833 he came to London, 
where he continued his medical 
studies in the Infirmary of St 
G-eorge's, Hanover Square, and 
spent much of his time in the house 
of Sir James Clark, acting as tutor 
in classics to the son of that emi- 
nent physician, and assisting him 
in preparing for the press his work 
on " Phthisis." Mr Blewitt after- 
wards visited the island of Madeira 
with a patient, remained at Funchal 
for eight months, and subsequently 
travelled much in Italy, Egypt, 
Greece, Turkey, and other countries. 
In March, 1839, he was elected Sec- 
retary of the Eoyal Literary Fund, 
which office he still conthiues to 
hold Dui'mg his secretaryship the 
institution has largely extended the 
sphere of its operations and attained 
a thoroughly safe and assured posi- 
tion. Mr. Blewitt spent many years 
in arranging the papers, literary, 
financial, and historical, which con- 
stituted the records of the associa- 
tion; and these documents, when 
classified, were stitched into covers 
so as to be read like a book, and are 
now preserved m 130 folio boxes. 
In 1872 the King of the Belgians 
presided over the anniversary of the 
Literary Fund, and testified his 


sense of Mr. Blewitt's services by 
creating him a Knight of the Order 
of Leopold. The earliest of Mr. 
Blewitt's numerous contributions to 
literature was the Panorama of 
Torquay," 1828, which was so suc- 
cessful that the impression was 
speedily exhausted, and a second 
and enlarged edition, professing to 
be “A Descriptive and Historical 
Sketch of the District comprised 
between the Dart and Teign," was 
pubhshed in 1832, and was so well 
received by the pubhc and the press, 
that one of the leading medical 
journals described it as "the first 
attempt which had been made to 
combine science with topography." 
His other works include : — " Treatise 
on the Happmess arising from the 
exercise of the Christian Faith,” 
the preface to Glynn's " Autograph 
Portfolio , " " Handbook for Central 
Italy and Rome," 18-13, 2nd edit 
1845, being one of Murray's guide- 
books ; and the " Handbook for 
Southern Italy and Naples," 1853, 
another volume of the same series. 
For 29 years he edited the newspaper 
portion of the Gardeners^ Chronicle, 
and he has contributed articles to the 
Quarterly Review, Fraser^ s Magazine, 
the 8t Paul's Magazine, and other 
periodicals. In 1846 he married the 
widow of Lieutenant Howard, R.N., 
second daughter of Mr. David E. 
Williams, third son of Mr. Justice 
Williams, the last Royalist judge of 
South Carolina, and grandson of Sir 
John Williams, Bart , of Edwins- 
ford, Carmarthenshire. Mrs Blewitt 
is herself an author, her first work 
having been a small collection of 
poems, privately printed ; and her 
second a fairy tale, entitled " The 
Rose and the Lily, and how they 
became the Emblems of England 
and France." 

BLIND, Karl, was born at Mann- 
heim, Sept. 4, 1826. He studied 
jurisprudence at Heidelberg and 
Bonn ; as well as philosophy, politi- 
cal economy, history, archaeology, 
and ancient Germanic literature. 
At both universities he was active 
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for G-erman freedom and union. 
He was tried under the Press-law at 
Mannheim, in 1846, hut ac^mtted 
by the High Court of Justice. He 
established associations among the 
students, the artisans, the Gym- 
nastic Unions, and the Army, pre- 
paratory to the Eevolution In 
1847 he was imprisoned in Ehenish 
Bavaria for high treason against 
King Ludwig. The trial was 
stopped, however, owing to the ex- 
pected difficulty of obtaining a ver- 
dict of guilty from a jury of the 
Palatinate. Another impending 
trial was quashed by the movement 
of 181-8 At the beginning of the 
German revolution, he took a lead- 
ing part in the preparations for the 
rising at Karlsruhe, when the de- 
mands for the liberty of the Press, 
the universal introduction of the 
jury system, the establishment of a 
National Guard and of a German 
Parliament were carried. Again he 
was arrested for high treason, as 
endeavouring to expand the move- 
ment into one for a German Com- 
monwealth, but was freed by the 
popular successes at Offenburg. 
During the Frankfort Vor-Parlia- 
mcnt,” as a speaker at mass-meet- 
ings, he insisted on the abohtion of 
the princely Diet and the election 
of a Provisional Executive He was 
wounded during street -riots at 
Frankfort, and proscribed after his 
participation in the rismg led by 
Hecker From Alsace, where he 
stood at the head of the Strasburg 
Committee, he agitated for a new 
levy. Falsely accused of being im- 
plicated in the Paris Insurrection 
of June, he was imprisoned at Stras- 
burg, and transported in chains to 
Switzerland, the mayor of St. Louis 
generously preventing his surrender 
to the Baden authorities, which had 
been planned by the French police. 
During the first Schleswig-Holstein 
war, after the armistice of Malmoe, 
which offended the national senti- 
ment, he, with Gustav von Struve, 
led, in Sept. 184<8, the second Ee- 
publican Eevolution in the Black 


Forest. At the storming of Staiifen 
he fought on the barricade, being 
among the last who loft the town. 
He was made a prisoner through 
the treachery of some militiamen, 
and court-martialled His lif e , how- 
ever, was saved, owing to a defect 
in the proclamation of martial law, 
and the sympathies of two of the 
soldiers composing the Court. He 
was kept in the casemates at Eas- 
tatt, at first in chains, and con- 
demned, seven months afterwards, 
at a State trial, lasting ten days, by 
a half-sympathising jury, to eight 
years’ imprisonment j the Crown 
Prosecutor having asked for the 
penalty of death by the " sword ” 
In the spring of 181-0, when being 
secretly transported to the fortress 
of Mainz, he was liberated by the 
people and the soldiers broalcing 
open the prison at Bruch sal. Head- 
ing the same day a hastily formed 
number of free corps, he first en- 
deavoured, with Struve, to take 
Eastatt, and then entered the capi- 
tal of Baden He was a firm op- 
ponent of Brentano, the chief of the 
new Government, whom ho accused 
of being in occult connection with 
the ejected dynasty — a fact after- 
wards proved, when Brentano was 
declared a “tra-itor” by the Con- 
stituent Assembly. Bi‘ing sent on 
a diplomatic mission, with J’redorick 
Schutz, to Paris, accredited to Louis 
Napoleon, the then President of the 
Eepublic, Karl Blind was arrested, 
contrary to the law of nations, on a 
charge of being implicated in Ledru 
EoUin’s rising for the protection of 
the Eoman Eepublic. The Loft of 
the French Assembly demanded 
his deliverance. Threatened, after 
several months of imprisonment, 
with being handed over, if ho con- 
tinued to maintain his diplomatic 
quahty, to the Prussian courts- 
martial, which in the meanwhile 
had carried out numerous execu- 
tions of military and politiwil lead- 
ers, he refused to yield. Finally, 
he was banished from France. 
After this he hvod in Belgium, with 
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his wifej who has made many sacri- 
fices for the popular cause and also 
undergone imprisonment . N ew per- 
secutions induced him to come with 
his family to England Louis Na- 
poleon refusing to let him pass 
through France into Italy. He has 
carried on^ from here^ a Democratic 
and National Q-erman Propaganda. 
After an amnesty, in 1862, the 
House of Deputies at Stuttgart gave 
him a banquet. He was the speaker 
of the London G-ermans at Gari- 
baldi's entr;y. He promoted the 
Schleswig-Holstein movement in 
connection with leaders of the 
Sclileswig Diet, whose confidential 
commumcations he transmitted to 
the EngHsh Foreign Office, and was 
at the head of the London Com- 
mittee during the war of 1863-64. 
He likewise exerted himself to in- 
fluence public opinion in favour of 
German freedom and union, of 
Italian and Polish independence, 
and of the American Union, by 
speeches and pamphlets in England 
and Scotland. At Berlin, his step- 
son met with a tragic death in the 
attempt of May 7, 1866. During 
the war of 1870-71, Karl Blind 
supported his country's cause. 
Many political writings, and essays 
on history, mythology, and Ger- 
manic literature, published in Ger- 
many, England, America, and Spain, 
have proceeded from his pen. He 
has exerted himself to bring about 
the National Testimomal for the 
philosopher Feuerbach, and has 
worked abroad for a proper com- 
memoration of the great master- 
singer Hans Sachs In 1876, an 
assault, well-nigh endangering his 
life, was made upon him in the 
streets of London by an over-excited 
political adversary, who, found 
guilty and fined before a police- 
court, was expelled from the Ger- 
man Athenaeum." Among Karl

BLOMFIELD, The Bight Bev. 
Alpred, D.D , Bishop of Colches- 
ter, is the youngest son of the late 
Dr. Charles James Bloinfield,Bishop 
of London, and was born at Ful- 
ham, Aug. 31, 1833. From Harrow 
school he proceeded to Balliol Col- 
lege, Oxford, where he obtained a 
first-class in classical moderations 
in 1853, and in Literm Sumamores 
in 1854 In the latter year he 
gained the Chancellor's Prize for 
Latin verse. He was elected to a 
Fellowship at All Souls' College, 
and took the degree of B.A in 
1855 and M.A. in 1857. He was 
ordained priest in 1858 ; was curate 
of Kidderminster 1857-60 ; perpetual 
curate of St Philip's, Stepney, 
1862-65 ; vicar of St. Matthew's, 
City Boad, 1865-71 ; and vicar of 
Barking, Essex, 1871-82 In 1869 
he was chosen as a Select Preacher 
at Oxford. He was appointed 
Archdeacon of Essex in 1878, and 
Archdeacon of Colchester in 1882. 
In the latter year he was also ap- 
pointed Bishop of Colchester, as 
suffragan to the Bishop of St. 
Alban's, and he was consecrated in 
St. Alban's Cathedral by the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury (June 24) A 
few days before he had been created 
D.D., honoris causd, by the Univer- 
sity of Oxford He is the author 
of Memoirs of his father.

BLUMENTHAL, Lieutenant- 
General Leonard von. Chief of

the Greneral Staff of the Army of 
the Crown Prince of Prussia, was 
horn on July 30, 1810, at Schweldt, 
on the Oder. He was, hke the 
majority of the leaders of the Prus- 
sian army, a soldier from childhood. 
Educated from 1820 to 1827 in the 
military academies of Culm and 
Berlin, he was entered on July 27, 
1827, as Second Lieutenant in the 
G-uard Landwehr regiment (the 
present Eusilier Guards), attended 
from 1830-1833 the general mihtary 
schools in Berlin, was from 1837- 
1845 Adjutant to the Coblenz Land- 
wehr battahon, and became for the 
first time in 1846 Premier Lieuten- 
ant in the topographical division 
of the General Staff. In order to 
make himself thoroughly acquainted 
with technical military science, 
Blumenthal had been ordered for 
service during the following years 
to the Artillery Guards and the 
division of the Pioneer Guards, and 
had already, in March, 1818, taken 
part as Lieutenant in the Pusiher 
battahons of the 31st Infantry 
Begiment in the street-fights in 
Berlin. Some months later, Blu- 
menthal was transferred as Captain 
(Jan. 1, 1819) to the General Staff, 

. to which he has, with slight inter- 
ruptions, belonged for some twenty- 
two years. In 1849 he took, as a 
member of the staff of General von 
Bonin, part in the Schleswig-Hol- 
stein campaign, and fought in the 
skirmishes at Auenbull and Beu- 
schau, in the battle of Golding, and 
in the affairs at Alminde, Gudsoe, 
and Tauloo-Church, and took, in 
the siege and battle of Eredericia, 
so active and conspicuous a part, 
that he was on May 14, 1849, pro- 
moted as Chief of the General 
Staff of the Schleswig-Holstein 
Army. His capabilities were re- 
garded as being so brilhant, that 
in the following year (1850) he was 
named as General Staff's officer of 
the Mobile Division under General 
von Tietzen in the electorate of 
Hesse. He was next sent, intrusted 
with special military propositions.

In 1861 ho accompanied 
General von Bonin to the British 
Court, and became tlum the con- 
ductor of the foreign officers at the 
autumn manoeuvres on the Bhinc, 
and military companion of the 
Crown Prince of Saxony at the 
coronation in Konigsberg. Colonel 
von Blumenthal had been for some 
time Chief of the Staff of the 
Third Army Corps, when, on Dec. 
15, 1863, he was nominated the 
Chief of the General Staff of the 
combined Mobile Army Corps 
against Denmark, and now hful the 
first opportunity of discovering his 
splendid abilities. The jiart which 
he took in this war, especially at 
Missunde, in the storming of the 
trenches at Diippel, and the passage 
on to the island of Alsen, was so 
extremely important, that on June 
25, 1864, he was promoted to bo 
Major-General, and received the 
Order pour le Mdrite, After the 
peace. General von Blumenthal 
commanded first the 7th and next 
the 30th Infantry Brigade. In 
the Austrian war of 1866 he was 
Chief of the General Staff of 
the Second Army of the Crown 
Prince, and for his distinguished 
services received the Oak-loaf of 
the Order pour le M6HU (one of the 
rarest distinctions in the army) and 
the Star of Knight Commander of 
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e Order of the House of Hohen- 
zollern. On Oct. 30^ 1866^ he was 
designated Commander of the 14th 
Division in Dusseldorf, and accom- 
panied the Crown Prince in the 
autumn of 1866 to St. Petersburg. 
When, on the outbreak of the war 
with France, the Crown Prince was 
intrusted with the supreme com- 
mand of the Third Army, Oeneral 
von Blumenthal was requested to 
accept the impoi*tant jiost of Chief 
of the Greneral Staff ; and his Impe- 
rial Highness, when presented by 
the Emperor of Germany with the 
Iron Cross, declared that the same 
distinction was equally due to 
General von Blumenthal. In 1871 
he was sent to England to represent 
the German Empire at the autumn 
manoeuvres at Cobham. It is un- 
necessary to add more than that 
Lieutenant-General von Blumen- 
thal is recognised as one of the 
most distinguished strategists of 
modern times 

BLUNT, John Hbnet, M.A., 
D.D.,F S A.,borninl823,inCheyne 
Walk, Chelsea, was educated at 
University College, Durham j and, 
after taking orders, and filling 
several curacies in the dioceses of 
Durham, Oxford, Exeter, and Ely, 
was appointed Vicar of Kennington, 
a small hamlet of labouring people, 
near Oxford, and in the paiionage 
of All Souls’ College. He was pre- 
sented by the Crown to the rectory 
of Beverston, Gloucestershire, Jan. 
20, 1873, Mr. Gladstone being then 
Prime Minister. In earlier years 
Mr Blunt was a constant contribu- 
tor to Church reviews and maga- 
zines, and the author of lectures on 
the Creed, entitled, ^'The Atone- 
ment and the At-one-maker,” pub- 
lished in 1856, and also of many 
pamphlets. Since 1864 he has pub- 
lished the following works ; — " Di- 
rectorium Pastorale,” a volume on 
the principles and practice of pas- 
toral work in the Church of Eng- 
land, which has gone through many 
editions ; Household Theology,” 
a handbook of religious information 


about the Bible, Prayer-book, &c., 
which has also gone through many 
editions ; " The Annotated Book of 
Common Prayer,” a large volume 
forming an liistorical, ritual, and 
theological commentary on the de- 
votional system of the Church of 
England, of which eight or nine 
editions have been printed, and 
which is now the standard work on 
its subject, a "History of the 
Eeformation of the Church of Eng- 
land,” in two octavo volumes, em- 
bracing the period from 1514 to 
1662 ; " The Doctrine of the Churdi 
of England as stated in Ecclesiasti- 
cal Documents set forth by autho- 
rity of Church and State, from 1536 
to 1662,” "The Book of Church 
Law , ” " The Sacraments and 

Sacramental Ordinances of the 
Church;” "A Christian View of 
Christian History ; ” several smaller 
volumes, entitled, "Keys to the 
Knowledge and use of the Prayer- 
book, Bible, Church Catechism,” 
&c. ; " A Plain Account of the Eng- 
lish Bible, from the earliest times 
of its Translation to the present 
day ; ” two large volumes, entitled, 
"A Dictionary of Doctrinal and 
Historical Theology,*” and "A Dic- 
tionary of Sects, Heresies, Ecclesi- 
astical Parties, and Schools of Ee- 
ligious Thought,^’ 1874 ; " Tewkes- 
bury Abbey and its Associations,” 
1874; ^^Dursley, Beverston, and 
some neighbouring Parishes,” 1877 ; 
and an “Annotated Bible,” in three 
quarto volumes. 

BODET. (See Mathibu-Bodet.) 

BODICHON, Madame, whose 
name was Barbara Leigh Smith, 
the eldest daughter of the late Mr. 
Benjamin Smith, many years M.P. 
for Norwich, was bom April 8, 1827, 
at Watlington, Sussex, and at an 
early age took a deep interest in 
social questions. In 1855-56 she 
commenced, in conjunction with 
some personal friends, a movement 
having for its object to secure to 
married women their own property 
and earnings; and although their 
efforts did not prove successful in 
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obtaining directly from Parliament 
the measure they desmed^ they led 
to a change in the law of marriage 
and divorce . Miss Smith estabhshed 
at Paddington a school for the edu- 
cation of the daughters of artisans of 
the middle class. In July, 1857, she 
married M Eugene Bodichon,]M[.D , 
and has since resided in Algeria, 
on which country she has, in con- 
junction with her husband, pub- 
lished an interesting and valuable 
work Madame Bodichon, by her 
efforts and munificent donation of 
^eiOOO, was mainly instrumental, 
with Miss Emily Davies, in found- 
ing the now flourishing and well- 
known College for Women at Girton, 
near Cambridge, where precisely 
the same course of academical in- 
struction afforded to men in the 
universities is given to female stu- 
dents. It is, however, as a charm- 
ing and original water-colour artist 
that Madame Bodichon is best 
known to the pubhc, her collection 
of water-colour drawings having 
been exhibited several times in 
London with great success, also at 
the Boyal Academy, Dudley Gal- 
lery, Paris, and elsewhere Poetic 
treatment, boldness of execution, 
and a keen eye for the subtler 
aspects of Nature, characterise all 
Madame Bodichon^s works, which 
have ever found appreciative criti- 
cism and a large pubhc. 

BODICHON, EuaiiNB, M.D., 
husband of the lady mentioned 
above, was born at Nantes in 1810, 
of an ancient Breton family on the 
maternal side, and on the paternal 
side of a family ennobled two cen- 
turies before . He took his degree as 
physician of the faculty of Paris in 
1835, and soon after settled in 
Algeria, at once actively partici- 
pating in the iiolitical and social 
questions then agitating the colony. 
At that time Dr. Bodichon was one 
of three Eepublicans only, but 
mainly owing to their combined 
efforts a true democratic spirit was 
infused into all sections of society, 
and now Algeria is so entirely Ee- 


publican that on the occasion of 
eneral elections Conservative can- 
idates do not even offer themselves 
Dr Bodichon contributed for many 
years to the first Eepublican jour- 
nal piinted in Algiers, advancing 
upon every occasion those theories 
which have since been put into prac- 
tice by the Government, namely, a 
civil instead of military n^gime 
throughout the colony , tribal, in- 
stead of individual responsibility, 
in the case of Arab insurrection; 
and the rdboisement or replanting of 
forests, as the only means calculated 
to modify the climate, rendering it 
habitable for Europeans. On the 
proclamation of the Kopublic in 
181-8, Dr. Bodichon was named cor- 
responding member of the Provi- 
sional Government, and he imme- 
diately suggested the liberation of 
the slaves in Algeria— a measure at 
once carried out. Since that time 
Dr Bodichon has occupied himself 
with scientific and politi cal writings, 
and the introduction into the colony 
of the anti-febrile Australian blue 
gum tree, or Eucalyptus globulus 
In 186G he published his most im- 
portant work, Do rilumanite,^' at 
Brussels, the types having been 
broken in Algiers by order of the 
Imperial Government on account of 
a xiowerful analysis of the character 
of the First Napoleon, Tliis mono- 
graph has been translated into Eng- 
lish. Dr. Bodichon^s "Considt'ra- 
tion sur PAlgerie,'^ and " Ilygihie 
k suivre en Algerie,^' may bo 
ranked among tho classics of Al- 
gerian litor.ature ; whilst the value 
of his cthnogi’aiihical investigations 
has been acknowledged by M. 
Henri Martin and other eminent 
authorities. 

BOE, Fkancis Didieu, a painter, 
born at Bergen, in Norway, May 28, 
1820, studied art in the Academy of 
Copenhagen and the studio of M. 
Greenland, and in 1849 took up his 
residence in Paris . The flower-paint- 
ings which he sent to the galleries of 
Christiania and to the French exhibi- 
tions were remarkable for freshness 
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of colouring and effective arrange- 
ment. His " Bunch of G-rapes/^ 1850^ 
was secured for the Museum of the 
Louvre ; and his " Camellias on a 
Toilet-table " was honourably men- 
tioned at the Univeral Exposition 
of 1855. He exhibited The Half- 
opened Orange and "Pheasant 
and Partridge"^ in 1857? "Eagle 
Devouring a young Norwegian 
Fox/^ a Polar Landscape with the 
Midnight Sun ; and " A Couple of 
Norway Fowls in their Spring 
Plumage/' in 1863 j " Sea Birds in 
the Light of the Midnight Sun : An 
Eagle holding a small Fox/' in 
1867; and "Vue des Montagues 
de Vestenaalen" at the Universal 
Exposition of 1878. 

BOEHM, Joseph Edoab, E.A., 
sculptor, was born in Vienna, July 6, 
1834, of Hungarian parents. His 
father was Director of the Mint in 
the Austrian Empire, and possessor 
of a celebrated private collection of 
works of art. He was educated at 
Vienna, and from 1848 to 1851 in 
England. He studied also in Italy, 
and for three years m Paris, but has 
been settled in England since 1862. 
He received the first Imperial Prize, 
and exemption from military con- 
scription in Vienna in 1856. He was 
elected a member of the Academy of 
Florence in 1875, and an Associate of 
the Eoyal Academy of London, Jan. 
16, 1878. Mr. Boehm executed a 
colossal statue in marble of the 
Queen for Windsor Castle, in 1869; 
also a monument of the Duke of 
Kent in St. George's Chapel, and 
bronze statuettes of the I^mce of 
Wales and all the Eoyal Family (for 
the Queen) ; also a colossal statue at 
Bedford of JohnBunyan, 1872; and 
another of the Duchess of Bedford 
for the Pai‘k, Woburn Abbey, in 
gilded bronze, 1874; a statue of Sir 
John Burgoyne in Waterloo Place; 
a colossal equestrian statue of the 
Prince of Wales for Bombay, 1877, 
a statue of Thomas Carlyle ; a monu- 
ment at Deene to Lord Cardigan ; a 
monument at Aldershot church to 
Sir York Scarlett; and a horse group 


in bronze for Eaton . He is at present 
engaged on a colossal equestrian 
statue of Lord Napier of Magdala ; 
a colossal statue of Lord North- 
brook, both for Calcutta ; a marble 
statue of the late King Leopold of 
Belgium, for St. George's Chapel at 
Windsor , and a colossal statue of 
Sir William Gregory for Ceylon. 
He has also executed busts of Mr. 
Millais, the late Lord Lansdowne 
(now in Westminster Abbey), Mr. 
Whistler, Lord Shaftesbury, and 
Sir Henry Cole; a marble statue 
of Lord John Eussell for the Houses 
of Parliament ; and was commis- 
sioned by the Queen to execute a 
recumbent statue of the late Princess 
Alice and her daughter. Princess 
Maud, for the iEoyal Mausoleum at 
Frogmore, and a replica of it for 
Darmstadt. Alter the death of the 
Prince Imperial he was commis- 
sioned to execute a recumbent statue 
of him for Westminster Abbey ; 
but public opinion being strongly 
against its being placed there, it 
was transferred to St George's 
Chapel, Wmdsor. Mr. Boehm was 
elected a member of the Academy 
in Eome in 1880, and a full 
Academician by the Eoyal Academy 
here in Jan., 1882. A colossal statue 
of Lord Lawrence in bronze he 
lately executed for Waterloo Place, 
and a statue, twelve feet high, of 
William Tyndall (the first trans- 
lator of the Bible into English) is 
being completed for the Thames 
Embankment, where also his statue 
of Thomas Carlyle is placed. Mr. 
Boehm is also executing a colossal 
statue of Sir Francis Drake for 
Tavistock. The Government gave 
him the order to execute the statue 
of Lord Beaconsfield for West- 
minster Abbey, and he has also a 
marble statue of Lord Stratford de 
Eedclbffe and the late Dean Stanley 
in hand, both for Westminster 
Abbey. A recumbent effigy of 
Dean Duncombe for York was exe- 
cuted by Mr. Boehm from one of 
Mr. Street's last designs ; also one 
of the late Duchess of Westminster. 
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Mr. Boelim has made busts of Mr. 
Gladstone, Mr. John Bright, and 
Mr. Euskin from life, and also a 
medallion of the Queen, which will 
serve as a model for the new coin- 
age He was nominated in 1881 
Sculptor in Ordinary to -the 
Queen, and he has delivered 
lectures on sculpture in the Eoyal 
Academy. In Aug., 1882, the gold 
medal given by Austria-Hungary 
at the Vienna Art Exhibition was 
awarded to Mr Boehm. 

BOGOUSHEFSKYDE BOGOTJ- 
SHEVO, Nicolas Gasimib, Baron 
(Freiherr), of the Holy Eoman Em- 
pire, IS the descendant of an ancient 
and noble family of Poland, one of 
whose ancestors accompanied King 
John Sobieski in his expedition for 
the deliverance of Vienna from the 
Turks, as commander of the King's 
Body Guard 3 and dmung the battle 
near Gran defended for a long time 
the bridge of Arigou against an entire 
army, received the honour of knight- 
hood on the battle-field, and was 
created by letters patent, signed 
by the Eoman (German) Emperor 
Leopold, a Free Baron (Freiherr) of 
the Empire. His father, Casimir 
de Bogoushefsky, emigrated, when 
twelve years old, to Eussia, and 
married there, in 18-18, a Eussian 
lady of very ancient family (of 
Byzantine descent). Miss Nathalie 
Al. de Nazimofi. Of this marriage 
Nicolas de Bogoushefsky was born 
at the estate of Doljitza, in the 
district of Louga, Government of St. 
Petersburg, on the 6 (18) May, 1851. 
He was carefully educated, first 
at home, then at Geneva, in a pen- 
sionnat, where he remained till the 
autumn of 18G3 5 then he was brought 
to England, where his education 
continued for some time. After this 
he visited several universities, prin- 
cipally foreign, English and Ger- 
man, returning to Eussia in IS'TO, 
when he began to form a collection 
of autographs and historical docu- 
ments, illustrated with rare por- 
traits, which form now the most 
extensive collection in Eussia. He 


has written a great number of 
smaller works, contributed articles 
to several learned journals, English 
and Eussian, and corresponds with 
almost all the principal cclebiities 
of the tune. He is a member of 
more than twenty different learned 
societies, Eussian and foreign , such 
as the Eoyal Historical Society of 
Great Britain, the Grampian Club, 
the Imperial Eussian Archseological 
Society, the Moscow Archrcological 
Society, tho Learned Esthonian 
Society (Borpat), the Statistical 
Committee of Pskof , and the Arch- 
aeological Commission of Pskof (of 
which he is one of tho founders) . His 
publications include a general de- 
scription of the great bai’rows of 
Kokotovo (Government Pskof) in the 
AntJiropological Journal, 1872, On 
English Poor Laws " (in Eussian), 
1872 5 "On tho application of the 
English Poor Laws to Eussia ” (in 
Eussian), 1872 , " Coins of the Prm- 
cipahty of Pskof," 1878 (m Eussian); 
" Historical Notes on the Castle of 
Neuhausen in Livonia " (in Eus- 
sian), 1874; "Eussia m Prehistoric 
Times," m tho Reliquary, 1874 ; 
" Historical Notes Eclating to Czar 
John, 'The Terrible,' of Eussia, and 
Queen Elizabeth," in iha Reliquary, 
1875; "Historical and Archaeolo- 
gical Description oJ‘ the Church and 
Parish of Melyotovo in tho Govern- 
ment of Pskof " (in Eussian), 1870; 
" Notes on Vibonty, tho Birthplace 
of St. Olga of Eussia " (in Eussian) ; 
" Proceedings of tho 3rd Arehaiolo- 
gical Congress at Kiof in 1874," vol 
ii., Kiof, 1B77 j " Archaiological Map 
of Pskof Government " (in Eussian 
and Geman) with text, 1878 ; 
" Autographic Gems, selected from 
the Collections formed by N. C. 
Baron de Bogoushefsky," Parts I. 
and II., 1877 ; Parts III. and IV., 
1878 ; "The English in Muscovy in 
the Sixteenth Century" (Transac- 
Hons of the Royal Hiatorical Society 
of Great Rritain, vol. vii.). 

BOHN, Hbnby Gkokok, tho son 
of a London bookseller of German 
extraction, was born Jan. 4, 1796, 
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and at tlie usual age entered Ms 
father's husiness. He married the 
only daughter of the late Mr. 
SimpkiUj and in 1831 commenced 
husiness on Ms own account. In 
1841 he published Ms "Guinea 
Catalogue/^ exhibiting the largest 
stock ever collected by a bookseller. 
He is known as one of the earliest 
projectors of the movement in 
favour of cheap and good litera- 
ture ; and with tMs object in view 
ho established Ms Historical Scien- 
tificj Illustrated, Classical, Eccle- 
siastical, and Antiquarian Libra- 
ries, amounting in all to between 
six and seven hundred volumes . Por 
these series he translated several of 
Schiller's, Goethe's, and Humboldt's 
works ; has edited the "Bibliotheca 
Parriana,” "Addison's Works," 
and a new and enlarged edi- 
tion of "Lowndes' Bibliographer's 
Manual," and compiled a "Poly- 
glot of Foreign Proverbs," a 
" Handbook of Proverbs," an 
" Illustrated Handbook of Geo- 
graphy," "Handbook of Pottery 
and Porcelain," and assisted in 
several of the classical translations. 
Mr. Bohn, who is well known as an 
antiquary, is Fellow of many of the 
learned and scientific societies^ espe- 
cially of the Philobiblon Society, to 
wMch he has contributed a Life 
*of Shakspere," and an extensive 
"Dictionary of English Poetical 
Quotations," volumes wMch being 
privately printed have sold by auc- 
tion for large sums. In 1860 he 
gained some notoriety as being 
almost the only literary opponent 
of the repeal of the duty on paper, 
insisting, in a series of letters to the 
Times and Standard, that it would 
not be of any real advantage to the 
public, wMle it would entail a loss 
of two millions per annum to the 
revenue. 

BOKEE, Gboboe Henbt, bom 
in PhiladelpMa in 1824. He gra- 
duated at Princeton College in 
1842, and studied law, but never 
practised. His principal works are 
the tragedies "Calaynos," "Anne 


Boleyn," " Leonor de Guzman," 
and "Francesca da Bimini." He 
has also published " Lessons of 
Life, and other Poems" (1847), two 
volumes of "Plays and Poems" 
(1856), a collection of "Poems of 
the War " (1864) j " Konigsmark 
and other Poems," 1869 j and 
"Book of the Dead," 1882. In 
1871 he was appointed Minister to 
Constantinople, but returned to 
America in 1879, and is now residing 
at PhiladelpMa. 

BOMBAY, Bishop op. {See 
Mtlne ) 

BOMPAS, The Bioht Bev. Wil- 
liam Cabpentee, D.D., Bishop of 
Athabasca, son of Charles Carpenter 
Bompas, Esq., serjeant-at-law, was 
born in London in 1835. He held 
successively curacies at Sutton-le- 
Marsh, Lincolnshire (1859-62), Hew 
Badford, near Nottingham (1862-3); 
and Holy Trinity, Louth (1863-5). 
For some years he was a Chm'ch 
Missionary Society chaplain at Fort 
Toucon, and afterwards at the Mac- 
kenzie Biver District, till Ms con- 
secration iu May, 1874, as Bishop 
of Athabasca, and suffragan to the 
Bishop of Bupert's Land. The 
diocese is a district cut off from 
the Bupert's Land bishopric, in the 
dominion of Canada, beiug within 
the original limits of that diocese. 

BONAPABTE. {See Mathildb* 
Pbincbss, and Napoleon, Prince.) 

BONAPABTE, Prince Louis- 
Lucibn, bom in Worcestershire, 
Jan. 4, 1813, is the second son of 
Lucien, brother of Napoleon I 
Having entered France after the 
Bevolution of Feb. 1848, he was 
returned to the Constituent ALSsem- 
bly by the inhabitants of Corsica 
Nov. 28, 1848. The election was an- 
nulled Jan. 9, 1849. Some months 
after, he was one of the candidates 
chosen by the Electoral Union, and 
was returned for the department of 
the Seine. When the Empire was 
re-established in Dec 1852, he was 
appointed senator, with the titles 
of Prince and Highness. Prince 
Lucien has been for many years 
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in superintending the 
tr^slations of portions of the En- 
glish version of the Scriptures into 
the various dialects spoken in Eng- 
land and Scotland, and has had the 
Parable of the Sower translated 
into seventy-two of the languages 
and dialects of Europe. Of these 
works the prince prints only a very 
limited number of copies. He is 
said to be greatly interested in 
chemical researches, has written on 
chemical science, and is the author 
of several minor works in the Basq^ue 
language. Prince Lucien was pro- 
moted Grand OfScer of the Legion 
of Honour, Jan. 3, 1860. 

BOND, Edward Augustus, son 
of the Eev. Dr. Bond, of Hanwell, 
Middlesex, was born Dec. 31, 1815. 
He was educated in his father's 
house, and at Merchant Taylors' 
School, London. In 1832 he received 
an appointment under the Commis- 
sioners of Public Records. In 1838 
he entered the British Museum as 
an assistant in the Department of 
Manuscripts. He was appointed 
Librarian of the Egerton MSS. in 
1852, Assistant-Keeper of the MSS. 
in 1854, and Keeper of the Depart- 
ment in 1866. In Aug. 1878, he 
was appointed Principal Librarian 
of the British Museum, in succes- 
sion to Mr. Winter Jones, resigned. 
As Keeper of the MSS , Mr. Bond 
designed and, with the help of his 
staff, completed, in 1870, a Class- 
Catalogue of the several collections 
of manuscripts in the British Mu- 
seum, and subsequently he pub- 
lished a Catalogue of all the Manu- 
scripts, Papyri, and Charters ac- 
quired during the years 1854-1875, 
in two 8vo volumes j also a series 
of Facsimiles of Anglo-Saxon and 
other Ancient Charters in the Mu- 
seum, with exact Readings, in four 
parts. He has contributed papers 
to the Archseologia of the Society 
of Antiquaries, including an " Ac- 
count of Money-lending Transac- 
tions of Italian Merchants in Eng- 
land, in the thirteenth and four- 
teenth Centuries," 1839, He passed 


through the press, for the Oxford 
Commissioners, the " Statutes of 
the University," in 3 vols 8vo, 
1853 , edited for the Hakluyt So- 
ciety, in 1856, Dr. Giles Fletcher's 
‘■‘■Russe Common Wealth," and Sir 
Jerome Horsey's “ Travels in Rus- 
sia j " edited for Government, "" The 
Speeches in the Trial of Warren 
Hastings," 4 vols. 8vo, 1859-1861; 
and for the Rolls Series of Chro- 
nicles, the Chronicon Abbatiee de 
Mels^," in 3 vols. In 1870, con- 
jointly with his colleague, Mr. E. 
M. Thompson, he founded the 
Palseographical Society, and, in 
collaboration with that gentleman, 
he has edited the series of Fac- 
similes of Ancient Manuscripts 
and Inscriptions," produced by the 
Society. The University of Cam- 
bridge conferred on Mr. Bond the 
honorary degree of LL.D. in 1879. 

BOND, The Right Rev. Wil- 
liam Bennett, M.A., LL.D., Bishop 
of Montreal, was born at Truro, in 
Cornwall, England, in 1815. He 
received his education in various 
public and private schools in 
Cornwall and in London, and ai 
an early age emigrated to New- 
foundland, where he studied for the 
ministry, and at Montreal, to which 
he had meantime repaired, was in 
1841 ordained a priest. For several 
years, under the direction of the 
late Bishop Mountain, of Quebec, 
he organised many mission stations 
in the Eastern Townships of the 
French Province, and finally took 
charge of the parish of St. George's, 
Montreal. He maintained his con- 
nection with this parish for the 
long period of thirty years, suc- 
cessively becoming archdeacon of 
Hochelaga and Dean of Montreal. 
On the resignation of Bishop Oxen- 
den, he was in 1870 elected by the 
synod of the diocese to the bishopric 
of Montreal. Bishop Bond is Presi- 
dent of the Theological College of 
the Diocese of Montreal, and is an 
LL.D. of the University of McGill 
College. 

BONHEUR, Mademoiselle Ro- 
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SALIE^ called Eosa, an artist un- 
rivalled amongst her own sex for 
the minute and spirited delineation 
of the various forms of animal life, 
was born at Bordeaux, March 22, 
1822. The daughter of a French 
artist of some distinction, she pro- 
fited by the instructions of her 
father, who was her sole adviser 
in the mechanism of painting. As 
the avocations of her family com- 
pelled them to reside m Paris, the 
indulgence of her own particular 
tastes in the choice of sub-jects for 
study was somewhat difficult of 
attainment, and she derived her 
early instruction from a study of 
such animal life as could be seen 
by her in the streets and abattoirs 
of Paris. In 1841 she entered upon 
her career by exhibiting two pic- 
tures ^'Ch^vres et Moutons^' and 
"Les Deux Lapins," which estab- 
lished her reputation. These were 
followed by a succession of highly 
finished compositions, amongst 
which may be cited the celebrated 
“ Labourage Nivernais," which was 
completed in 1849, and has been 
added to the collection in the 
Luxembourg. She attends the 
horse-markets both in Prance and 
abroad, adopting the masculine 
arb, which is not ill-suited to the 
ecided character of her face, and 
enables her to inspect and to pur- 
chase her subject with less inter- 
ruption and remark. She has fitted 
up an antechamber divided only by 
a partition from her studio, as a 
stable for the convenience of the 
various animals domesticated there- 
in, and has established a small fold 
in its immediate vicinity for the 
accommodation of sheep and goats. 
It is owing, m a measure, to this 
conscientious examination of the 
developments of animal life that 
she has produced such masterpieces 
of representation as the '"Horse 
Pair," a picture which formed the 
chief attraction at the French Ex- 
hibition of pictures in London 
during the season of 1855, and 
which almost monopolized for a 


time the attention of artists and 
connoisseurs. In 1855 she sent to 
the Universal Exhibition in Paius 
a new landscape of large dimen- 
sions, " The Haymaking Season in 
Auvergne " Eosa Bonheur has 
evinced in her works a wonderful 
power of representing spirited ac- 
tion, which distinguishes her from 
other eminent animal painters of 
the day, and which endows her 
pictures as compositions with ex- 
traordinary interest. Several of 
this lady^s productions have been 
engraved for the English public. 
Since 1849 she has directed the 
gratuitous School of Design for 
Young G-irls of Paris. She ob- 
tained a first-class medal in 1848, 
and another in 1855. She was 
decorated with the Legion of 
Honour, June 10, 1865, and in 
1868 she was appointed a member 
of the Institute of Antwerp. During 
the siege of Paris m 1870-71, her 
studio and residence in Fontaine- 
bleau were spared and respected by 
special order of the Crown Prmee 
of Prussia. Two important pic- 
tures by this artist, “A Foraging 
Party," and On the Alert," were 
exhibited at the Antwerp Academy 
in 1879, and in London in 1881. 
" The Lion at Home," exhibited in 
London, 1882, was a result of the 
painter's study of a fine couple of 
Hubian lions which were presented 
to her by a friend. In Jan. 1880, 
the King of the Belgians conferred 
the Leopold Cross on Mdlle. Eosa 
Bonheur, who was the first lady to 
receive this distinction ; and in the 
following month she received from 
the King of Spain the Commander’s 
Cross of the royal Order of Isabella 
the Catholic, this being the first 
instance of such a distinction being 
conferred upon a woman m Spain. 

BONHECHOSE (Comte de), 
Henbi Mabib Oastout Boisnoe- 
MAND, a French archbishop, and a 
cardinal of the Holy Eoman Church, 
born at Paris, May 30, 1800. He was 
educated for the law, and obtained 
some lucrative public appointments. 
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but at the age of thirty be resolved 
to devote his life to the cause of 
religion Accordingly^ after gomg 
through a course of ecclesiastical 
studies^ he was ordained priest at 
Strasburg in 1834. In 1847 he was 
consecrated Bishoj^ of Carcasonnej 
and in 1854 translated to the see of 
Evreux^ and in 1858 made Arch- 
bishop of Bouen. He was created 
and proclaimed a Cardinal in 1863. 
His Eminence^ who sat in the Senate 
by virtue of his title of Cardinal, has 
always been an ardent supporter of 
the Pope^s temporal power, and of 
the independence of the Church. He 
is renowned for his eloquence in the 
pulpit. He edited the religious cor- 
respondence of the Abb6 Bautain, 
under the title of ^^Philosophie du 
Clmstianisme,” 2 vols. 1835. 

BOOTH. {See SciiATER-BooTH ) 

BOOTH, Edwin, born near Bal- 
timore, Maryland, Kovember 15, 
1833 . He is a son of the actor Junius 
Brutus Booth, and was trained for 
the dramatic profession. Having 
jBlled many minor parts, he made 
his first regular appearance on the 
stage as Tressel, in ^‘‘Eichard III ” 
in 1849, and in 1851 performed the 
character of Eichard III , in place 
of his father, who had been suddenly 
taken ill. After a tour through 
California, Australia, many of the 
Pacific Islands, and the Sandwich 
Islands, he re-appeared at New York 
in 1857, visited England and the 
Continent in 1861, and returning to 
New York commenced a series of 
Shaksperean revivals at the Winter 
G-arden Theatre in 1863. After a 
series of successful engagements in 
Boston, Philadelphia, and other 
large cities, he commenced, m 1868, 
the erection of a new theatre in 
New York, which was opened Eeb. 
3, 1869 ; but the cost of the build- 
ing, in which Mr. Booth had in- 
vested all his means, prevented 
ultimate pecuniary success, and the 
theatre, although it still bears his 
name, passed from Ms hands. For 
several years he virtually retired 
from the stage, but near the close 


of 1877 he began in New York a 
series of brilliant performances He 
rarely undertakes any except the 
leading characters of Shakspere; 
Hamlet, Othello, lago, Shylock, and 
Eichard III , Hamlet being his most 
admired personation. The last two 
years he has chiefly spent in Eng- 
land, where he has met with marked 
success. In the early part of 1883 
he played Shaksperean parts at 
Berhn and Hamburg with groat 
applause. 

BOOTH, The Eev. William, 
General of the Salvation Army, was 
bom at Nottingham, April 10, 1829, 
and educated at a private school in 
that town. He studied theology 
with the Eev. Wm. Cooke, D.D., be- 
came a minister of the Methodist 
New Connexion in 1850, and was 
appointed mostly to hold special 
evangelistic services, to which he 
felt so strongly drawn that when 
the Conference of 1861 required him 
to settle in the ordinary circuit 
work, he resigned and began hvA 
labours as an evangelist amongst 
the churches wherever ho had an 
opportunity. Coming in this capa- 
city to the East End of London Jio 
observed that the vast majority of 
the people attended no place of 
worship, and he commenced 
Christian Mission” in July, 1865. 
To this mission, when it had become 
a large organisation, formed upon 
military lines, he gave in 1878 the 
name of "The Salvation Army,” 
under which it soon became widely 
known and grew rapidly until it 
has now (Dec. 1882) 460 corps at 
stations established in the Unite<l 
Kingdom, Franco, the United States, 
Australia, India, the Cape of Good 
Hope, Canada, and Sweden. 1,019 
officers or evangelists are entirely 
employed in and supported by tins 
Army under the GoneraTs absolute 
direction, and they hold upwards of 
7,500 services in the open air and 
in theatres, music halls, and other 
buildings every week. The Q eneral 
has published several hymn and 
music books, a volume entitled 
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"Salvation Soldiery,” describing 
his views as to religions life and 
work " Holy Living,” and " Orders 
and Regulations for the Salvation 
Army,” are some of the smaller 
publications issued by him for the 
direction of the Army as to teaching 
and services. He also contributed 
an article on "The Salvation 
Army” to the Contemporary Bevieiv, 
for Aug . 1882 . Mrs . Booth, who has 
shared largely m all the Oenerahs 
efforts, has further explained their 
views in "Practical Religion,” 
" Aggressive Christianity and 
"Q-odliness.” The G-eneraPs eldest 
son is his Chief of Staff, managing 
all the business, his eldest daughter 
directs the work in Prance, the 
second son is at the head of the 
Clapton Institution for the training 
of men officers, the second daughter 
at the head of that for women, the 
third son and daughter specially 
directing the uniform and musical 
departments, and the younger chil- 
dren being all in trainmg for some 
branch of the service. The General 
established The War Cry as a weekly 
gazette of the Army in 1880. It is 
now published twice weekly to the 
number jointly of 400,000 per week 
Editions are also published in 
America, Australia, and India — Bn 
Avant in Paris, and the Jangi Pokar 
(Marathi) edition in Bombay. 

BORDEAUX, Duke de (See 
ChAMBOBD, CoUlSTT DE.) 

BOREL, Lean Louis, a French 
general, born at Paujeaux (Ande), 
April 3, 1819, was selected by 
Oeneral MacMahon as his aide-de- 
camp soon after quitting the Staff 
College in 1840, and served for 
several years in the African wars, 
under the future Duke of Magenta. 
At the latter end of 1854 he went 
with his general to the camp of 
Boulogne, where MacMahon took 
the command of a division of in- 
fantry. In Aug. 1855, they both 
left for the Crimea, and M. Borel, 
then only a Staff captain, marched 
by the side of his general to the 
assault on the Malakhoff . Promoted 


to the rank of maj’or after the bril- 
liant engagement of the 8th of 
Sept., he made, in the capacity of 
aide-de-camp to MacMahon, the 
campaign against the Xabyles of 
Algeria in 1856, and that of Italy 
in 1859 In 1867 Colonel Borel 
parted company with the Duke of 
Magenta, to whom he had rendered 
great service on many occasions, 
and, going to Pans, was appointed 
Chief of Staff of the National Guards 
of the Seine under General Aute- 
marre d^Erville After the declara- 
tion of war agamst Germany he did 
not take apart in the earlier engage- 
ments between the German troops 
and the Army of the Rhine, but on 
the delegation of the Government 
of the National Defence leaving 
Paris for Tours, Colonel Borel was 
summoned to that city, and ap- 
pointed Chief of Staff of the 15th 
Corps d^Armee, and promoted to 
the rank of Brigadier-General. 
When the Army of the Loire was 
definitely organised, he became 
General Chief of Staff, and to his 
exertions was, in a great measure, 
due the temporary success gained 
by the French near Orleans in Nov. 
1870. A few weeks later he was 
created a General of Division. In 
Dec. 1877 he succeeded General 
Berthaut as Minister of War. In 
Sept. 1878, he was sent by the 
Government to inspect the new for- 
tifications in the Yosges. His re- 
signation of the Ministry of War 
was accepted Jan. 13, 1879, when 
he took the command of the Rouen 
Army Corps. 

BORTON, Genebau Sm Arthur, 
K C.B., G.C M G., is the youngest 
son of the late Rev. John Drew 
Borton, rector of Blofield, Norfolk, 
by Louisa, daughter of the Rev. 
Thomas Carthew, of Woodbridge, 
Suffolk He was born at Blofield in 
1814, and educated at Eton and at 
the Royal Military College at Sand- 
hurst. He entered -the army in 
1832, became captain in 1841, and 
served with the 9th Regiment in 
the Afghanistan campaign of 1842 
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and the Sutlej campaign of 1846-6. 
He became lieutenaijt-colonel in 

1853, was promoted to colonel in 

1854, and served in the Crimea in 
command of the above regiment. 
His subsequent promotions were — 
major-general 1868, lieutenant- 
general 1875, colonel of the 1st 
West Indian Eegiment 1876, and 
general 1878. He was nominated a 
Companion of the Order of the Bath 
(Military Division) in 1851, and 
was promoted to a Knight Coin- 
man dership of the same Order in 
1877. He was appointed Gi-overnor 
and Commander-in-Chief of the 
island of Malta in 1878. Sir Arthur 
Borton manned, in 1850, Caroline, 
daughter of the Eev. John Forbes 
Close, rector of Morne, County 
Down 

BOSWELL, John Thomas Ib- 
viNE Boswell (formerly Symb), 
LL.D., F L S., born at Edinburgh, 
in Dec 1822, and educated at the 
Dollar Institution and Edinburgh 
University ; was Curator of the Bo- 
tanical Society of London, 1851-56 , 
Lecturer on Botany at the Charing 
Cross Hospital, 1856-63 , and Lec- 
turer on Botany at the Westminster 
Hospital, 1856-67 He is the author 
of the scientific portion of the third 
edition of "English Botany/’ which 
comprises a new British Flora, 
1863-71. In 1875 he took the sur- 
name of Boswell instead of Syme 
on succeeding to the estate of Bal- 
muto in Fifeshire 

BOTTALLA, The Rev. Paul, 
S. J., bom Aug. 15, 1823, in Palermo, 
the capital of Sicily, and educated 
at the Jesuit Colleges of Palermo 
and Rome. After being admitted 
to holy orders he was successively 
appointed Sunday preacher in the 
Gesu of Naples ; Professor of Uni- 
versal History in the Collegio Mas- 
simo of Palermo ; of Ecclesiastical 
History in the Roman College , of 
Dogmatic Theology in St Beuno’s 
College, North Wales ; and of The- 
ology at Poitiers. Father Bottalla 
is one of the writers of the CiviUa 
OattoUca of Rome. He has pub- 


lished at Palermo and Genoa a 
course of History of the Middle 
Ages, in two volumes (" Corso di 

Storia e di Geografia, universale 

Medio Evo ”), which has been trans- 
lated into French , " Studii storici 
sulla ChieSci e I’linperio” (m the 
Cwilta CattoUca) j at Brussels, 
" Histoire de la Revolution de 1860 
en Sicile : de ses Causes et de ses 
ElTets dans la Resolution generale 
de ritalie” (2 vols. 1861) , m Lon- 
don, "The Pope and the Chui'ch 
considered in their Mutual Rela- 
tions with reference to the Errors of 
the High Church Party in Eng- 
land” (vols. i. and li. 1868 and 
18^0) , — the third volume has not 
yet appeared ; " Pope Hononus be- 
fore the Tribunal of Reason and 
History,” 1868, being a reply to the 
pamphlet of P. Le Page Renouf, en- 
titled " The Condemnation of Pope 
Honorius , ” " The Papacy and 

Schism • Strictures on Ffoulkes’s 
Letter to Archbishop Manning,” 
1869 ; a reply in the DMxn Reviev), 
1871-73, to Mr. Renouf’s second 
pamphlet on Pope Hononus ; " De 
la Souveraino et Infailliblc Autorit'' 
du Pape dans V Eglise, ot dans les 
rapports avec I’litat ” (2 vols. 
Poitiers et Paris, 1877). The two 
last-named volumes sum up what 
Father Bottalla wrote while resident 
in England, and also furnish a 
further and more perfect execution 
of his plan. 

BOUCHARDAT, Abollinaibic, 
pharmaceutist, memljer of the Aca- 
demy of Medicine, was born at 
risle-sur-lo-Sorein (Yonno) about 
1810, studied medicine in l^aris 
whilst very young, and wn»a named 
a Fallow of that faculty in 1832. 
He was pharmaceutist-in-chief at 
the hospital of Saint- Antoine, and 
in 1834 was appointed to the same 
functions at the Hotel Dieu, which 
he fulfilled until 1855, when he re- 
signed, in order to devote himself 
to scientific works. In 1838 he dis- 
puted with much talent the chair of 
pharmacy and organic chemistry in 
the faculty of Medicine with M, 
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Bumas. In 1845 lie was appointed 
a member of the Council of Healthy 
and created a Chevalier of the Le- 
gion of Honour. He became a 
member of the Academy of Medi- 
cine in 1850j and^ after competition, 
obtained the chair of Hygiene in 
1852. In addition to numerous 
botanical and medical " memoirs/^ 
which have been published collec- 
tively under the titles of *’^E.e- 
cherches sur la Vegetation/^ M 
Bouchardat has written a "Cours 
de Chimie EUmentaire, avec ses 
principales Applications a la MMe- 
cine et aux Arts,” pubhshed in 
1834-5, ^^Cours des Sciences Phy- 
siques,” in 1841-4; “Elements de 
Mati^re Medicale et de Pharmacie,” 
in 1838 ; “ L^Annuaire de Thera- 
peutique,” since 1841; “Houveau 
Eormulaire Magistral,” in 1840 , 
“ Formulaire Yeterinaire,” in 1849 ; 
“ Opuscules d’^lconomie Eurale,” in 
1851, “Archives de Physiologic,” 
in 1854; and “E^pertoire de Phar- 
maoie,” published monthly smce 
1847. He has written a series of 
interesting works upon vines and 
wines, “ L'Influence des Eaux Pot- 
ables sur la Production du Q-ottre 
et du Cretinisme ; ” in his “ Opus- 
cules d^^Iconomie Eurale ; ” a work 
upon “ Diabetes,” and numerous 
“ Memoirs,” presented to the Aca- 
demy of Medicine. 

BODCICAULT, Dion, bom in 
Dublin, Dec. 26, 1822. He was 
educated under his guardian. Dr. 
Lardner, at the London Univer- 
sity, and commenced his career 
as dramatic author and actor with 
the production, in March, 1841, of 
“London Assurance,” at Covent 
Garden Theatre. He went to the 
United States in 1853, and did not 
return to London till 1860, when he 
produced the “Colleen Bawn” at 
the Adelphi Theatre. This was fol- 
lowed by the “Octoroon” in 1861. 
Having been associated with Mr. 
Webster in the management of the 
Adelphi Theatre, Mr. Boucicault 
became lessee of Astley’s Theatre, 
the name of which he altered to that 


of the Westminster ; but the specu- 
lation proved a failure. He is the 
author of more than fifty origmal 
pieces, besides adaptations from the 
French ; the best ]mown,in addition 
to the above-mentioned, being “Old 
Heads and Young Hearts,” “Love 
in a Maze,” “ Used Up,” “ The Wil- 
low Copse,” “ Janet Pride,” “ Louis 
XI ,” “ The Corsican Brothers,” 
“Faust and Marguerite,” “The 
Long Strike,” and “ Flying Scud,” 
produced at the Holborn Theatre 
m 1866. Among his more recent 
pieces are “ How She Loves Him ” 
(1867); “After Dark” (1868), 
“Paul Lafarge” (1870) ; “A Dark 
Night’s Work” (1870) ; “The Eap- 
paree ; or, the Treaty of Limerick ” 
(1870) , and “ The Dead Secret ” 
(1878). With occasional visits to 
England, he has, since 1876, resided 
in New York, where he has brought 
out a number of new pieces, in which 
he plays the leading parts. 

BOUGHTON, George Henry, 
A E A., bom in Norfolk, England, 
in 1833. His family went to 
America about 1836, and he passed 
his youth in Albany, New York, 
where he early developed an artistic 
taste. In 1853 he came to London, 
and Fpassed several months in the 
study of art. Eeturning to America, 
he settled in New York, and soon 
became known as a landscape 
painter. In 1859 he went to Paris, 
where he devoted two years to study, 
and in 1861 he opened a studio in 
London, where he has since mostly 
resided. He was elected an Asso- 
ciate of the Eoyal Academy, June 
19, 1879. Among his best works are 
“ Winter Twilight,” “ The Lake of 
the Dismal Swamp,” “ Passing into 
the Shade,” “Coming into Church,” 
“Morning Prayer,” “The Scarlet 
Letter,” “ The Idyl of the Birds,” 
and “The Eeturn of the May- 
flower.” Mr. Boughton has fre- 
quently exhibited at the National 
Academy of New York, and was 
made a member of that Academy in 
1871. 

BOUILLAUD, J BAN - Baptiste, 
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physician, member of tho Academy 
of Medicine, was born at Angon- 
leine. Sept, IG, 1796, studied under 
his uncle, Jean Botiillaud, a sur- 
geon-major in the army, and took 
his degree as doctor at Pans, Aug 
23, 1823. M. BouiUaud became 
favourably known to the profession 
by publishing, in 1824, in conjunc- 
tion with M. E J. Bertin, a trea- 
tise on "Diseases of the Heart.'*' 
He was elected professor of chnical 
medicine at the H6pital de la 
Charite in 1831 , was Deputy for 
Angouleme from 1842 to 1846, 
voting generally with the " Left , " 
became a ^member of the Superior 
Council of the University, was 
created an Officer of the Legion 
of Honour, April 27, 184*7, was 
chosen to succeed M. Orflla as 
Dean of the Faculty of Medi- 
cine of Paris in 1848, was created 
a Commander of the Legion of 
Honour in 1864, and was elected 
a member of the Academy of 
Sciences in 1868. In addition to the 
above-mentioned works, M. Bouil- 
laud has published numerous medi- 
cal treatises, amongst which may 
be named "Traito de TEncepha- 
lite,” 1825, "Traite Chnique et 
Experimental des Pi^vres dites 
Essentielles," 1826 ; " Traite Clini- 
que et Statistique du Choh'ra,^^ 
1832 5 " Traite Clmique des Mala- 
dies du CoBur," 1835 , " Clinique 
Medicale de I'HGpital de la Cha- 
rito," 1837; "Traits Clinique du 
Eheumatisme Articulaire/' 184*0 ; 
" Sur le Siege du Sens du Langage 
articuU," in 1839-48 ; " Traito de 
Hosographie Medicale,” 1846; his 
most important work, "Le 9 ons 
Cliniques sur les Maladies du Coeur 
et des gros Vaisseaux,” 1853 ; "Du 
Diagnostic et de la Curabilite du 
Cancer,” 1854 ; " De Tlnfluence des 
Doctrines ou des Systemes Patho- 
logiques de laTh4rapeutique,” 1859 ; 
" Discours sur le Vitalisme et TOr- 
ganisme,” 1860 , " De la Conges- 
tion cerebrale apoplectiforme dans 
ses rapports avec I'Epilepsie,” 1861 ; 
and " L'Aphasie,” a report laid be- | 


fore tho Academy of Sciences, 1876. 
M. Bouillaudwas elected a member 
of tho Academy of Sciences in 1868. 
Ho IS vice-president of the French 
Temperance Society, which was 
established in 187 1*. 

BOULE Y, Henbi, a French vete- 
rinary surgeon, born m I*aris in 
1814, professor of clinical medicine 
and surgery at tho school of Alfort, 
and since 1855 a member of the 
Academy of Medicine (veterinary 
section), was appointed Inspector- 
General of Veterinary Schools, Jan. 
6, 1866 He is tho author of the 
following works: — "Causes Gcnc- 
rales de la Morvo dans nos Begi- 
ments de Cavalcrie,” 1840 , " Traito 
de rOrganisation du Pied du 
Cheval,” 1851 ; " De la Peripneu- 
monie Epizootiquo du gros Bctail,” 
1854; "Nouveau Dictionnaire Pra- 
tique de M6dccine, do Chirurgie, et 
d'Hy^ibne Votermaires,” 1855-72, 
vols. i. to X., in conjunction with 
M. Eaynal; "Dictionnaire loxico- 
graphique et descnptif des Sciences 
medicale et veterinairc,” 1K03, con- 
jointly with Messieurs Ifaige-De- 
lorme, Charles Daremberg, J. 
Mignon, and Charles Lamy, "Peste 
bovine,” a report presented to the 
Minister of Agriculture, 1867 , and 
"La Page, moyons d'en tViter les 
dangers, ot do prevonir sa propa- 
gation,” 1870. Ho has lik(*wiH(i 
published several notices, an<l me- 
moirs ; and edited, since 18^1 1*, tho 
Beports, "Bulletin de la Soci^'t«"^ 
Centrale de Medecine Veterinaii'e.” 
M Bouley was made a JCniglit of 
the Legion of Honour, Dec. 25, 
1844, and promoted to tho rank of 
Officer, Dec. 9, 1865. He was 
elected a member of the Academy 
of Sciences in 1868, and was nomi- 
nated a member of tho commission 
appointed to organise tho Instiiut 
Agronomiquo, Aug. 11, 1876. 

BOUBBAKI, Okarles Dents 
Sauter, a French general, of Greek 
extraction, horn at Paris, April 22, 
1816, was a sub-lieutenant in the 
Zouaves, from 1836 to 1838, when 
he was appointed a Lieutenant in 
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the 1st regiment of the Foreign 
Legion He was appointed Captam 
m the Zouaves m Jnne^ 1842 ; Major 
of the Native Skirmishers in Aug. 
1846; Lieutenant-Colonel m Jan. 
1850, first of the 7th regiment of 
the hne and afterwards of the 
Zouaves ; Colonel in Dec. 1851 ; 
Brigadier-General, Oct. 14, 1864, 
and General of Division, Aug. 12, 
1857. Durmg the Crimean war in 
1855 he greatly distinguished him- 
self at the battles of the Alma and 
Inkermann and in the assault on 
Sebastopol. He also took part in 
the Italian expedition of 1859. In 
May, 1869, he was appointed to the 
command of the second camp at 
Chalons, and in the following July 
nominated aide-de-camp to the 
Emperor. General BourbaM played 
a conspicuous part in the Franco- 
German war. In Dec. 1870, he was 
appointed by the Delegate Govern- 
ment at Tours to the chief command 
of the first Army of the North, with 
General Borel as his Chief of Staff. 
After a series of engagements with 
the German forces. General Bour- 
bald was compelled to retreat in 
the direction of Switzerland, and 
at the close of the month of Jan. 
1871, he was driven over the Swiss 
frontier with the remains of the 
army, consisting of about 80,000 
men. The General attempted to 
commit suicide by shooting himself 
with a pistol, but the wound ddd 
not prove fatal. Subsequently he 
returned to France, and, in July, 
1871, he was appointed to a military 
command at' Lyons, where he sup- 
pressed several attempts at insur- 
rection. Placed in command of the 
14th Army Corps he held that post 
till Feb. 11, 1879, when he was re- 
placed by General Farre. 

BODEKE, The Eight Hon 
Eobebt, M P , third son of the 5th 
Earl of Mayo, was born at Hayes, 
CO. Meath, June 11, 1827, and edu- 
cated at Enniskillen School, at Hall 
Place, Kent, and at Trinity College, 
Dublin. Called to the bar at the 
Inner Temple in 1852, he went the 


South Wales Circuit, and attended 
the Knutsford sessions for twelve 
years. Mr Bourke also had a large 
business at the Parliamentary bar 
He was elected M P for Lynn Eegis, 
in the Conservative mterest, at the 
general election of Dec. 1868, and 
he still represents that borough in 
the House of Commons. When Mr. 
Disraeli came into power m Feb. 
1874, Mr. Bourke was appointed 
Dnder-Secretary of State for Fo- 
reign Affairs, and he held that 
office till April, 1880, when he was 
added to the Privy Council. He 
has travelled m America, India, 
and the Holy Land, and contri- 
buted his views upon these coun- 
tries to various magazines. Mr. 
Bourke is also the author of “ Par- 
liamentary Precedents." He mar- 
ried m 1863 Lady Susan Georgiana, 
eldest daughter of the first Marquis 
of Dalhousie 

BOUSFIELD, The Eight Eev, 
Henbt Bbougham, D.D., Bishop of 
Pretoria, was educated at Caius Col- 
lege, Cambridge (B A 1855 , M.A. 
1858; jure dignitatis He 

was curate of All Saints, Braishneld, 
Hampshire, 1855-66 ; perpetual 
curate of the same parish, 1856-61 ; 
rector of St. Maurice, with St. Mary- 
Kalendre, and St. Peter-Oolebrook, 
Winchester, 1861-70; and vicar of 
Andover, from 1870 till 1878, when 
he was appointed Bishop of Pretoria 
(Transvaal). He is Hie author of 
"Notes for Catechizing," 1872. 

BOUSSINGAULT,Jean-Bap- 
TiSTE-JosEPH-DiBunoNNE, chemist, 
member of the Institute, born in 
Paris, Feb. 2, 1802, was educated in 
the Mining School of St. ^Jtienne, and 
on leaving it accepted the offer made 
to him by an English company of 
proceeding to America to recover and 
work certain ancient mines which 
had been neglected for many years. 
All went well at first ; but when the 
colonies of Spain declared their m- 
dependence, an end was put to the 
enterprise. It was at this time he 
made the acquaintance of Humboldt, 
who was exploring the New World. 
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M Boussingaiilt, having nothing ' 
hettei* to do, entered the ranks of 
the insurrectionary army, and was 
attached to Gen. Bolivar’s staff, 
more, however, as a savant than a 
soldier, and jiassed through Bolivia, 
Venezuela, and the countries 
situated between Carthagena and 
the mouth of the Orinoco. Soon 
after his retmm to France, he was 
appointed to a professorship of 
chemistry at Lyons. In 1839 he 
was elected into the Academy of 
Sciences, and going to Pans, ob- 
tained a chair of Agi'iculture in the 
Conservatory of Arts and Trades. 
Chemistry, applied to agriculture 
and the rearing of cattle, owes much 
to the labours of M. Boussingault, 
especially his indications as to the 
quality of manures, and on the 
nutritive properties of the ahments 
destined for herbivorous animals. 
He has contributed several valu- 
able articles on such subjects to the 
French scientific journals, and some 
of these have been collected and 
published under the title, " Memoir es 
de Chimie Agricole et de Physio- 
logie” (Paris, 1854) He is also 
the author of an excellent Traite 
d’Economie Eurale ” (2 vols 1844), 
re-pubhshed under the title of 
“Agronomie, Chimie Agncole et 
Physiplogie’’ (5 vols 18G0-74), and 
of "" Etudes sur la Transformation 
du Feren Acier” (1875). M Bous- 
singault, who was returned to the 
Constituent Assembly, and was a 
member of the Council of State 
until the 2nd of Deo 1851, with- 
drew from politics, and devoted 
himself to his favourite studies 
He was made Commander of the 
Legion of Honour, March 14, 1857, 
and promoted to the rank of Grand 
OfScer of that Order, Aug. 23, 1876. 

BOUVEEIE, The Eight Hoh. 
Edwahu Pleydell, second son of 
the 3rd Earl of Eadnor, bom in 1818, 
and educated at Harrow and Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where he gra- 
duated M.A. in 1838, entered Parlia- 
ment in 1814 as M.P for Kilmar- 
nock, which he continued to repre- 


sent, in the Liberal interest, till the 
general election of Feb 187 1, when 
he was defeated by thorough 
Liberal,” Mr J. F. Harrison. He 
was Under- Secretary of State for the 
Home Department from July, 1850, 
till Mai'ch, 1852, and was Chairman 
of Committees of the House of Com- 
mons from April, 1853, to March, 
1855, when he was made Vice-Pre- 
sident of the Board of Trade, Pay- 
master-General in August of that 
year, and Piesident of the Poor-Law 
Board, which post he held till the 
retirement of the Palmerston Ad- 
ministration m March, 1858. Lord 
Palmerston nominated him the 
second Church Estates Commis- 
sioner in Aug. 1859, and he dis- 
charged the duties of this office till 
Nov. 1865. In 1862 he introduced, 
though unsuccessfully, a measure 
for the relief of certain disahilities 
which affected such of the clergy as, 
owing to a change in their opinions, 
desired to withdraw from the service 
of the Established Church. Mr. 
Bouverie was appointed a member 
of the Ecclesiastical Commission m 
1869. 

BOWEN, The Eight Hoh. Sir 
Charles Synge Christopher, one 
of the Lords Justices in the Court 
of Appeal, is a son of the Eev. 
Chi’istopher Bowen, of Freshwater, 
in the Isle of Wight, formerly 
rector of St. Thomas’s, Winchester, 
by Catharine Emily, daughter of 
Sir Eichard Steele, Bart. He was 
born at Wollaston, Gloucestershire, 
in 1835, and educated at Bugby and 
at Balliol College, Oxford. He car- 
ried off three of lihe great Univer- 
sity prizes, including the Hertford 
and Ireland scholarships, and, to- 
gether with several distinp^iishcd 
contemporaries, he was placed, in 
1858, in the first class in classical 
honours. Called to the bar at 
Lincoln’s Inn in 1861, he joined 
the Western circuit. He was senior 
member of the “Truck Commis- 
sion” in 1870, was appointed Junior 
Standing Counsel to the Troasui’y, 
in 1872, and Eecorder of Pen- 
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zance in the same year. Though 
he never "took silk^^^ he acquired 
a leading position in his profes- 
sion^ and in June, 1879, he was 
appointed a judge of the Queen^s 
Bench division of the High Court 
of Justice on Mr Justice Mellor’s 
retirement from the bench. He was 
knighted by the Queen at Windsor, 
June 26 In May, 1882, he was ap- 
pointed a Lord Justice in the Couii; 
of Appeal in the room of the late 
Sir John Holker, and sworn of the 
Privy Council He is the author 
of an historical essay entitled 
"Delphi," and of a pamphlet "On 
the Alabama question." He mar- 
ried, in 1862, Emily Prances, daugh- 
ter of the late Mr. James Medows 
Eendel, P E.S. 

BOWEN, Sir Q-eoroe Ferguson, 
G.C M.G., the eldest son of theEev. 
Edward Bowen, a beneficed clergy- 
man in the north of Ireland, born in 
that country in 1821, was educated 
at the Charterhouse and Trinity 
College, Oxford, where he obtained 
a scholarship in 1840, and graduated 
B.A. as first-class in classics in 1844. 
In the same year he was elected to 
a fellowship of Brasenose College, 
and became a member of Lincoln's 
Inn. Prom 1847 to 1851 he held 
the post of President of the Univer- 
sity of Corfu, and was Chief Secre- 
tary to the Government of the 
Ionian Islands from 1854 to 1859. 
Sir George Bowen, who married, 
in 1856, the Countess Eoma, only 
surviving daughter of Count Eoma, 
G C M G , then President of the 
Senate of the Ionian Islands, was 
appointed, in 1859, Captain-Gene- 
ral and Governor-in-Chief of the 
new colony of Queensland, in 
Australia, comprising the north- 
eastern portion of the Australian 
continent. After a successful ad- 
ministration in Queensland, he was 
appointed, in Nov 1867, to suc- 
ceed Sir George Grey as Gover- 
nor of New Zealand; and in May, 
1873, he was gazetted Governor of 
Victoria in succession to Lord Can- 
terbury, whose term of office had 


expired. He held that post till 
1878, when he was appointed Gover- 
nor of Mauritius. Sir George is the 
author of "A Handbook for Travel- 
lers in Greece," — one of Murray’s 
Handbooks, "Mount Athos, Thes- 
saly, and Epuus : a Diary of a 
Journey from Constantinople to 
Corfu," 1852 , and “ Ithaca in 1850," 
2nd edit., 1851, 3rd edit., 1854, 
translated mto Greek, Athens, 1859, 
BOWMAN, William, P.E S., 
consulting-surgeon to the Eoyal Lon- 
don Ophthalmic Hospital, Moor- 
fields, some time surgeon to King’s 
College Hospital and Professor 
of Physiology and General *and 
Morbid Anatomy at King’s CoEege, 
London, is a son of the late John 
Eddowes Bowman, P.L.S , P G S., 
and was born at Nantwich, July 20, 
1816. Having received his medical 
education partly at Kmg’s CoEege, 
London, he commenced his profes- 
sion as a sui‘geon in the West-end 
of London, and has long been largely 
engaged in practice, chiefly in the 
ophthalmic branch. The Eoyal Me- 
dal m Physiology was awarded to him 
by the Eoyal Society in 1842. He 
has been a Vice-President of that so- 
ciety, and three times on its councE. 
He is a corresponding member of 
the Eoyal Academy of Science of 
Turin and of Stockholm, of the 
Eoyal Academy of Medicine of 
Sweden and of Belgium, of the 
Societe PhEomathique, of the So- 
ciety de Chirurgie, and of the Societe 
de Biologie at Paris, of the Eoyal 
Medical Society, and the Medico- 
Chirurgical Society of Edinburgh, 
of the Philosophic^ Society of Cam- 
bridge, and of the Medical Societies 
of Geneva, Dresden, Athens, Kieff, 
Pesth, and Massachusetts. He re- 
ceived the honorary degree of M D. 
Dublin, in 1867, and that of LL.D 
Cambridge, in 1880. He is Presi- 
dent of the Ophthalmological Society 
of the United Kingdom, Vice-Chair- 
man of the Clerical, Medical, and 
General Life Assurance Society, a 
member of the council of King’s 
I CoEege, London, of the CouncE of 
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St, John’s House Training Institu- 
tion for Nurses, and of the Council 
of the Nightingale Fund. He is 
also (1882) Hon Secretary of the 
Royal Institution of Q-reat Britain. 
He is the author of some important 
surgical works on the eye, "Lec- 
tures on the Parts concerned in the 
Operations of the Bye,” " Observa- 
tions on Artificial Pupil,” and of 
"The Physiological Anatomy and 
Physiology of Man” (the latter in 
conjunction with the late Dr Todd), 
as well as of papers in the Philoso- 
pliioal Transactions, and "The 
Cyclopaedia of Anatomy.” 

BOWRING-, Edgar Ali’red, C.B., 
a younger son of the late Sir John 
Bowring, born in 1826, and educated 
at University College, London ; en- 
tered the civil service in the Board 
of Trade in 1841, and filled in suc- 
cession the post of private secretary 
to the Earl of Clarendon, to Earl 
Granville, and to Lord Stanley of 
Alderley He was appointed Precis 
Writer and Librarian to that de- 
partment in 1840, and Registrar in 
1853, but retired from the service 
on the abolition of his office at the 
end of 1863. He acted as Secretary 
to the Royal Commission for the 
Great Exhibition of 1851, and held 
that appointment until his election 
as M.P. for Exeter at the general 
election of 1868. His services were 
so highly appreciated by the late 
Prince Consort, the President of 
the Commission, that, immediately 
after H.R H.’s decease, her Majesty 
was pleased to nominate Mr Bow- 
ring a Compamon of the Order of 
the Bath, civil division Mr. Bow- 
ring lost his seat for Exeter at the 
general election of Eeb. 187 1. 
He is the author of an English 
poetical version of "The Book of 
Psalms,” English versions of the 
poetical works of Schiller, Goethe, 
and Heine, and (jointly with 
Lord Hobart) of a reply to the 
" Sophisms of Free Trade,” by Mr. 
Justice Byles Besides having been 
a frequent contributor to periodical 
literature, he is understood to have 


translated two small volumes of 
German hymns, selected by the 
Queen, and privately printed for her 
Majesty’s use, one volume on the 
death of the Duchess of Kent, and 
the other on that of Prince Albert. 

BOYD, The Rev. Andrew Ken- 
nedy Hutchison, D.D., born at 
Auchinleck, in Ayrshire, of which 
parish his father was incumbent, 
Nov., 1825, was educated at King’s 
College, London, and at the Univer- 
sity of Glasgow, where ho obtained 
the highest academic honours in 
philosophy and theology, and was 
author of several prize essays. He 
was ordained in 1851, and was in- 
cumbent successively of the parishes 
of Newton-on- Ayr, Kirkpatrick- 
Irongray, in Galloway, St. Ber- 
nard’s, Edinburgh, and of the Uni- 
versity city of St. Andrew’s, which 
he still holds. He first became 
known as a writer, by papers which 
appeared in Fraser's Mag adne,xmdeT 
the signature of A.K H.B. Of these, 
the most important have been re- 
printed in a substantive shape, 
under the titles of "The Recrea- 
tions of a Country Parson” (first 
and second series) , " Leisure Hours 
in Town, being Essays, ConsoJatory , 
iEsthetical, Moral, Social, n,nd 
Domestic ; ” " The Commonplace 
Philosopher in Town and Country,” 
and "The Autumn Holidays of a 
Country Parson.” Dr. Boyd, who 
is also the author of severjil volumes 
of sermons, under the title of "I^he 
Graver Thoughts of a Country 
Parson,” and " Counsel and Com- 
fort spoken from a City Pulpit,” 
" Present-day Thoughts : Memonals 
of St. Andrew’s Sundays,” 1870; 
" Landscapes, Churches, and Moi-al i- 
ties,” 1871 ; received the degree of 
D.D. from the University of Edin- 
burgh in 1864. 

BOYD, The Very Rev. Archi- 
bald, D.D., bom at Londonderry in 
1803, was educated at the Diocesan 
College in that city, and at I'rinity 
College, Dublin (B.A. 1823'; IVC.A, 
1834; B.D.andD.D. 1868). He was 
curate of the cathedral of Derry 
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(1827) , perpetual curate of Christ 
Churclij Cheltenham (1842-59) , 
honorary canon of Grloucester Cathe- 
dral (1857-67) , and vicar of Pad- 
dingtx)n from 1859 till 1867j when he 
was appointed Dean of Exeter. BLe 
is the author of Sermons on the 
Church/" 1837, 2nd edit. 1844 ; 
‘^Letters on Episcopacy,” 1839; 

Episcopacy and Presbytery/" 
1841 , " Borne and Oxford/" 1843 ; 
""The Nature of and Necessity for 
the Beformation/" 1850 ; Progress 
and Besults of Missions/" 1864; 
"" Intuition or Bevelation ? "" 1864 ; 
"" Baptism and Baptismal Begenera- 
tion,"" 1865 , "" The Place of Miracles 
in the Evidences of Christianity,"" 
1866 ; Confession, Absolution, and 
the Beal Presence,"" 1867 ; Letters 
on Church Extension ; "" "" Modern 
Phases of Dnbelief;"" and ""The 
Church of England, and what some 
people thought about her,"" 1877. 

BOYLE, The Vert Bev. Georq-e 
David, Dean of Salisbury, is the 
eldest son of the late Bight Hon. 
David Boyle, Lord Justice-General 
and President of the Court of 
Session in Scotland, by his second 
marriage with Camilla Catherine, 
eldest daughter of the late Mr 
David Smythe, of Methven, Perth- 
shire, and was bom in 1828. He 
was educated at the Charterhouse 
and at Exeter College, Oxford 
(B A. 1851 ; M.A. 1853). Between 
1853 and 1^0, he held in succession 
the curacies of Kidderminster and 
Bhgley. He was incumbent of St. 
MichaePs Handsworth, from 1861 
to 1867, and rural dean of Hands- 
worth in 1866-67. He was appointed 
vicar of Kidderminster in 1867, and 
rural dean in the following year. 
He was honorary canon of Worcester 
from 1872 till 1880, when he was 
appointed Dean of Salisbury. The 
dean, who is the author of "" Con- 
fession, according to the Buie of the 
Church of England/" and ""Lessons 
from a Chur<3iyard,"" is free from 
party tendencies by a olergyimn 
of moderate opinions. He married, 
in 1861, Mary Christina, eldest 


daughter of the late Mr. WiUiam 
Bobins, of Hagley, Worcestershire. 

BBABOHBNE (Lord), The 
Bight Hon. Edward Htjgessen 
Knatchbull-Hugessen, is a son of 
the late Bight Hon, Sir Edward 
KnatchbuU, Bart., of Mersham 
Hatch, Kent, many years M.P for 
East Kent, and at one time Pay- 
master of the Forces under Sir 
Bobert Peel, by his second mar- 
riage with Fanny Catharme, daugh- 
ter of Mr. Edward Knight, of 
Godmersham Park, Kent, and of 
Chawton House, Hampshire. He 
was born at Mersham Hatch April 
29, 1829, and educated at Eton and 
at Magdalen College, Oxford, where 
he graduated in 1850. He entered 
the House of Commons as M.P. for 
Sandwich in April, 1857, and repre- 
sented that constituency in the 
Liberal interest until his elevation 
to the peerage. He was a Lord of 
the Treasury from June, 1839, till 
May, 1866 ; Under-Secretary of 
State for the Home ' Department 
from Dec., 1868, to Jan., 1871 ; and 
Under-Secretary for the Colonies 
from the last-named date to Feb., 
1874. He was Chairman of the 
Treasury Commission which sat in 
Dublin in 1866 (the other members 
being Sir Bichard Mayne, Sir 
Donald Macgregor, Col. Ward, and 
Mr. Law), to inquire into the con- 
dition of the Irish Constabulary, 
which at that time had no fewer 
than 1500 vacancies. The result 
of the investigation was an increase 
of their pay, and improvement of 
their condition, the force being 
thus restored to its former popu- 
larity. Mr. Elnatchbull-Hugessen 
was sworn of the Privy Council 
March 24, 1873 ; and in May, 1880, 
he was created Lord Brabourne, of 
Brabourne, in the county of Kent. 
His lordship is a magistrate and 
deputy-lieutenant for Kent, and he 
assumed the name of Hugessen by 
Boyal licence. He married, in 1852, 
Anna Maria Elizabeth, younger 
['daughter of the Bev. M. B. South- 
well, vicar of St, Stephen"s, St. 
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Albans^ by whom be bas two sons 
and as many daughters. His pub- 
lications are : — " Stories for my 
Children/^ 1869 ; Crackers for 
Christmas/’ 1870 ; Moonshine,” 
1871, Tales at Tea-time,” 1872, 
Queer Folk,” 1873; "Whispers

BEACKEHBURY, Charles 
Booth, born at Bayswater, Nov. 7, 
1831, and educated at the Royal 
Military Academy, Woolwich, was 
appointed Second Lieutenant Royal 
Artillery,19thl)ec.,1850 ; First Lieu- 
tenant 27th Sept. 1852 , Second Cap- 
tain 17th Nov. 1857 ; First Captain 
9th Feb. 1855. He has been an 
Assistant Instructor in Artillery at 
the Royal Military Academy, and 
Assistant Director of Artillery 
Studies, and is now in the Dep6t 
Brigade, R A ., at Sheerness Captain 
Brackenbury was present at the 
siege of Sebastopol, and went 
through the Bohemian campaign 
of 1866, and the campaign of Le 
Mans with the army of Prince 
Frederick Charles in 1871. He is 
the author of "European Arma- 
ments in 1867 , ” The Constitu- 
tional Forces of Great Britain , ” 
"Foreign Armies and Home Re- 
serves,” 1871, being a collection of 
letters to the Times on the campaigns 
of 1866 and 1870-71 ; "The Winter 
Campaign of Prince Frederick 
Charles in 1870-71;” and "Re- 
forms in the French Army,” trans- 
lated in the Intelligence Depart- 
ment, Horse Guards, War Office, 
1874 

BRACKENBURY, Colonel 
Henry, C.B., R.A , born at Boling- 
broke, Lincolnshire, Sept 1, 1837, 
was educated at Tonbridge, Eton, 
and Woolwich. He was appointed 
to the Royal Artillery in April, 
1856 ; and served in the suppres- 
sion of the Indian Mutiny in 1857-58. 


Subsequently he was appointed to 
the staf of the Royal Mihtary 
Academy at Woolwich, first as 
officer for discipline, then as In- 
structor in Artillery, finally as Pro- 
fessor of Military History. He 
served throughout the Franco-Ger- 
man war as chief representative of 
the British National Society for aid 
to sick and wounded in war , re- 
ceived the Iron Cross from the Em- 
peror of Germany , and was made 
Officer of the Legion of Honour by 
the French Government, and Knight 
of the First Class of the Bavarian 
Order of St Michael. Being ap- 
pointed Military Secretary to Sir 
Garnet Wolseley, he served with 
him throughout the Ashanti Cam- 
paign, 1873-4. He served as a mem- 
ber of a special mission to Natal 
in 1875; was Assistant Adjutant- 
General to the Cyprus Expedition- 
ary Force in 1878, and raised 'and 
organised the Cyprus Military 
Pohce. In 1879 he accompanied 
Sir G. Wolseley to South Africa as 
Military Secretary, and later suc- 
ceeded Sir G. Colley as Chief of the 
Staff, in which capacity he serveili. 
throughout the closing operations 
of the Zulu war and the campaign 
against Sekukuni. In 1880 he 
was appointed Private Secretary 
to the Viceroy of India, and re- 
turned to England with the Earl of 
Lytton, on his resignation. He was 
Military Attachd to the British 
Embassy at Paris from Jan., 1881, 
to May, 1882, when he was appointed 
Assistant Under-Secretary for Ire- 
land, to deal with all matters 
relating to police and crime in that 
country. He resigned the latter 
post, however, on July 19, 1882. He- 
is the author of " Fanti and 
Ashanti,” 1873 ; Narrative of the 
Ashanti War;” and of several 
military pamphlets 
BRADDON, Miss Mary Eliza- 
beth, popular novelist, daughter of 
Mr. Henry Br addon, solicitor, who 
contributed to the old S^poriing 
Magazine under the noms de guerre 
of "Gilbert Forrester” and "A 
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Member of tbe Burton Hunt/^ waa 
born in Soho Square, London, in 
1837, and became at an early age a 
contributor to periodical literature ; 
and wrote sentimental verses, poli- 
tical squibs, and parodies, for the 
Poet^s Corner of provincial news- 
papers. Miss Braddon has written 

Loves of Arcadia,^' a comedietta 
produced at the Royal Strand 
Theatre in I860; G-aribaldi, and 
other Poems,^^ published in 1861 ; 

Lady Lisle,^* "Captain of the Vul- 
ture,” " Trail of the Serpent,” 
" Ralph the Bailiff,” and other 
sketches reprinted from Temple Bar, 
St. James’s Magazine^ &c. ; " Lady 
Audley’s Secret,” " Aurora Floyd,” 
"Eleanor's Victory,” "John March-

"The Doctor's Wife,” "Only a

BRADFORD (Earl op). The 
Right Hon. Orlando Q-eorge 
Charles Bridgbman, was bom 
April 24, 1819, succeeded his father 
as third earl, March 22, 1865, and 
married, April 30, 1844, Selina 
Louisa, youngest dau^ter of the 
first Lord Forrester, His lordship 


is Captain of the South Salopian 
Yeomanry Cavalry, has been Vice- 
Chamberlain to the Queen's House- 
hold, and held the office of Lord 
Chamberlain of the Household 
under Lord Derby's third Admmis- 
tration, from July, 1866, to 1868. He 
held the office of Master of the 
Horse to the Queen from Feb , 1874, 
to May, 1880. 

BRADLEY, The Rev. Edward, 
better known under the pseudonym 
" Cuthbert Bede,” a son of Thomas 
Bradley, Esq., of Kidderminster, 
was born in 1827, and educated at 
Durham University, where he was 
Thorp Scholar and Foundation 
Scholar at the University College. 
Having graduated at Durham, he 
was ordamed in 1850, appomted in- 
cumbent of Bobbington, Stafford- 
shire, in 1857, and rector of Denton, 
Huntmgdonshire, in 1859 The 
latter incumbency he held till 1871, 
when he was appointed rector of 
Stretton, near Oakham, co Rut- 
land. His first publication was 
" Verdant G-reen,” a novel, portray- 
ing Oxford life in a humorous as- 
pect, followed by " Medley,” " Mot- 
ley,” " Photographic Pleasures,” 
"Love's Provocations,” "Tales of 
College Life,” " Fairy Fables,” 
" Nearer and Dearer,” and " Happy 
Hours at Wyndford Grange.” He 
published, in 1861, Glencreggan,” 
an illustrated work on Cantire, in 
the West Highlands, descriptive of 
the scenery, history, antiquities, 
and legends of that pemnsula, the 
origin^ seat of the ancient Scottish 
monarchy , in 1862, The Curate 
of Cranston,” with other prose and 
verse ; in 1863, " A Tour in Tartan 
Land;” in 1864, "The Visitor's 
Handbook to Rosslyn and Haw- 
thornden ; ” and " The White Wife,” 
another illustrated work on the le- 
gends and popular stories of the 
Land's-end of Scotland; in 1865, 
"The Rook's Garden: Essays and 
Sketches ; ” and in 1866, " Mattins 
and Muttons; or, the Beauty of 
Brighton,” a novel. He has con- 
tributed to Bunchf the Illv,straUJ> 
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London News, tlie Gentlcman’Sj Bent- 
ley’s, Sharpe’s, and the St James’s 
Magazines, to the London Review, 
Once a WeeTc, and other periodicals 
and journals. 

BEADLEY, The Very Eev. 
George Granville, D.D., Dean of 
Westminster, is one of the sons of 
the Eev. Charles Bradley, who was 
for many years vicar of Glasbury, 
in the county of Brecon, and some 
time incumbent of St Jameses Epis- 
copal Chapel at Clapham, Surrey 
He was born m 1821, and educated 
under Dr. Arnold at Eugby, from 
which school he was elected to an 
open scholarship at Umversity Col- 
lege, Oxford, where he was a fa- 
vourite pupil of Dean Stanley, who 
at that time was tutor. He took his 
bachelor's degree in Easter Term, 
1841, as a First Class in Classical 
honours, and in 1845 obtained the 
Chancellor's prize for a Latin essay, 
his subject being ** The Equestrian 
Order in the Eoman Eepublic " 
Having been elected to a Fellow- 
ship in 1846, he proceeded M.A. in 
184^^. Mr. Bradley was one of the 
assistant masters of Eugby School 
for some years, under Dr. Tait and 
his successor, Dr Goulburn, and 
was elected in 1858 to the Head- 
mastership of Marlborough College, 
on the preferment of his predecessor. 
Dr. Cotton, to the bishopric of Cal- 
cutta. Mr. Bradley was ordained 
deacon in 1858 by the Bishop of 
London, and priest in the same year 
by the Bishop of Salisbury. At 
Marlborough he was remarkable for 
his successful administration, his 
sound scholarship, and his constant 
effort to make the education of a 
great public school wide, large, and 
many-sided, so as to meet the in- 
creasing wants of the age. He gave 
the best possible scope at Marl- 
borough to the study of modern 
languages and science, and his ex- 
amination before the l^blic School 
Commissioners was suggestive of 
many important reforms and im- 
provements, which are in the course 
of being carried into effect. In 


Dec. 1870, he was elected to the 
mastership of University College, 
Oxford, in the place of the late Dr! 
Plumptre. The honorary degree of 
LL.D. was conferred upon him -by 
the University of St. Andrew's, Feb. 
25, 1873. He was appointed ex- 
amining chaplain to the Archbishop 
of Canterbury in 1874 ; was Select 
Preacher at Oxford, 1874-75, and 
held the post of honorary chaplam 
to the Queen, 1874-76. In Oct. 1880, 
he was nominated a member of the 
Oxford University Commission, in 
the place of Lord Selborne resigned. 
He obtained a canonry in Worcester 
Cathedral in Feb. 1881 ; and in 
August the same year he was ap- 
pointed by the Crown to the Deanery 
of Westminster, in succession to the 
Tate Dean Stanley The degree of 
D.D. was conferred upon him at 
Oxford, Oct. 28, 1881. In 1882 he 
delivered at Edinburgh a series of 
lectures, afterwards published under 
the title of “ Eecollections of Arthur 
Penrhyn Stanley" (London, 1883). 
Dr. Bradley married, in 1849, 
Marian Jane, fifth daughter of the 
Eev. Benjamin Philpot, formerly 
rector of Great Cressingham, In cn- 
folk, by whom he has a family. 

BEADY, William Mazierb, 
D.D , youngest son of the late Sir 
N. W. Brady, and nephew to Sir 
Maziere Brady, Baronet, late Lord 
High Chancellor of Ireland, was 
born at Dublin in 1825, and edu- 
cated at Trinity College, Dublin, 
where he was a prizeman in classics. 
He was appointed Chaplain to Earl 
Clarendon, Lord-Lieutenant of Ire- 
land, in 1851 ; was subsequently 
Chaplain to Earl St Gormans and 
to the Earl of Carlisle, during their 
respective vice-royalties, and was 
re-appointed to the same office by 
Earl Spencer. He became rector of 
Farrahy, oo. Cork, in 1851 ; held 
afterwards the vicarage of New- 
market, in the same county, and 
became rector of Kilberry and vicar 
of Donoughpatriok, in the diocese 
and county of Meath. Dr, Maziere 
Brady has written much upon 
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various historical, antiquarian, and 
political subjects in many of the 
newspapers and magazines of the 
day, and notably in Fraser and the 
Contemporary Review. His sermon 
preached in the Chapel Eoyal, 
Dublin, towards the end of Lord 
Carhsle^s vice-royalty, in which he 
openly denounced the wickedness 
of the State Church in Ireland, 
which applied the whole of the 
ancient ecclesiastical revenues for 
the benefit of a mere fraction of the 
people, excited astonishment, and 
was strongly censured by the organs 
of the Conservative party, and led 
to Dr Brady^s omission from the 
hst of chaplains under Lord Kim- 
berley's lieutenancy. The works 
published by Dr. Brady are Cleri- 
cal and Parochial Eecords of Cork, 
Cloyne, and Eoss," 3 vols. , ^‘^Ee- 
marks on Irish Church Temporali- 
ties;" “Facts or Fictions;" “The 
McCiUicuddy Papers ;" “ The Irish 
Eeformation ; or, the Alleged Con- 
version of the Irish Bishops at the 
Accession of Queen Elizabeth ; and 
the assumed descent of the present 
Established Huerarchy in Ireland 
from the ancient Irish Church Dis- 
proved , " “ State Papers concerning 
the Irish Church in the Time of 
Queen Elizabeth ; " and “ Essays on 
the English State Church in Ire- 
land," 1869. Dr. Brady's writings 
undoubtedly facilitated the progress 
of Mr. G-ladstone's Irish Church 
Abolition Bill, and were copiously 
quoted in and out of Parliament. 
His work on the Irish Eeformation 
went through five editions, and 
provoked innumerable replies. 
Upon the passing of the Irish 
Church Act, Dr. Br^y, whose health 
had been seriously affected by an 
attack of bronchitis, went to Eome, 
and from the archives there ex- 
tracted many particulars concerning 
the ecclesiastical affairs of England, 
Scotland, and Ireland. He after- 
wards resided his rectory of Do- 
noughpatrick, and was received into 
the Catholic Church by Mgr. Kirby, 
of the Irish College at Eome, in May, 


1873 . He has since written a learned 
work on “ The Episcopal Succession 
in England, Scotland, and Ireland," 
the third volume of which was pub- 
blished at Eome in 1877 
BEAHMS, Johannes, musical 
composer, was born May 7, 1833, at 
Hamburg, where his father played 
the double-bass in the orchestra. 
He received his first instructions in 
music from his father, and then 
studied under Eduard Marxsen. 
Schumann's warm recommendation 
in the Neuen Zeitschrift far Musik 
(Oct. 28, 1853) called the attention 
of musicians, of the public, and of 
the publishers to the young man, 
who subsequently made slow but 
constant progress on the' road to 
permanent artistic fame. After 
several years of activity as director 
of music at the court of Lippe- 
Detmold he devoted a considerable 
period of time to assiduous study 
and composition in his native town. 
Thence he proceeded, in 1862, to 
Vienna, which city became his 
second home, for although he quitted 
it after holding for one year the post 
of director of the Singing Academy 
(1864), he never felt comfortable 
in the other towns which he visited 
— Hamburg, Zurich, Baden-Baden 
— ^and accordingly, in 1869, he re- 
turned to the Ausiiian capital. He 
conducted from 1872 to 1874 the 
concerts of the Society of Amateur 
Musicians, until Herbeck, who had 
in the meantime resigned his post 
of Court Director of Music, resumed 
the functions of that ofiS.ce . Brahms 
then resided for some time away 
from Vienna, namely, at Heidel- 
berg, but returned in 1878. Un- 
doubtedly Brahms is entitled to 
rank among the greatest composers 
now living. At first he followed 
the “new Q-erman" school which 
had been inaugurated by Schumann 
in the journal already mentioned, 
but when the heat of youth had 
been replaced by calmer refiection, 
he inclined more to the classical 
school, so that now he is criticised 
by the Baireuther Blatter, and re- 
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cognised "by Conservative Institutes i 
as a classical composer. In fact lie ! 
combines in himself the different ' 
styles, and may be claimed both by 
musical progressists and by classi- 
cists as belonging to them. Although 
Brahms attracted public notice in 
consequence of Schumann^s recom- 
mendation, the recognition of his 
genius in wider circles dates only 
from the year 1868, when his 
Deutschen Requiem ” (Op. 45) 
was produced. His later works are 
Rinaldo,” a cantata ; the Schick- 
salslied ” of Holderlin ; Triumph- 
lied 3 ^" '' Rhapsodie from Ooethe’s 
"^Hartzreise 5 ” three string-quar- 
tets , two symphonies ; a great 
number of songs, duets, choruses, 
concertos, motets, &c. 

BRAMSTON, The Very Rev. 
John, B.D., some time Dean of 
Winchester, is the younger son of 
the late Mr. Thomas Gardiner 
Bramston, of Skreens, Essex. He 
was bom in 1802, and educated at 
Winchester and Oriel College, Ox- 
ford, where he took his bachelor's 
degree m Michaelmas Term, 1823, 
obtaining a second-class in the 
School of Literoe Humaniores. He 
was shortly afterwards elected to a 
Eellowship at Exeter College ; but 
this he vacated by his appointment 
in 1831 to the vicarage of Great 
Baddow, Essex, a living in private 
patronage, from which he was trans- 
ferred by Bishop Blomfield, in 18 iO, 
to the vicarage of Witham, which he 
held until his appointment to the 
Deanery of Winchester in Oct., 1872. 
Mr. Bramston was formerly an 
honorary Canon of Rochester Cathe- 
dral, and for some time he sat in the 
Lower House of Convocation as one 
of the Proctors for the Diocese of 
Rochester He resigned the Dean- 
ery of Winchester in 1883. 

BRAMWELL (Lord), The 
Rioht Hon Sir George William 
W iLSHERE, son of the late Mr. 
George Bramwell, banker, was born 
in London, m 1808. In early youth 
he was placed in his father^s count- 
— In a flpnuired a 


practical knowledge of the business 
of banking, which in after years 
proved of great value to him. 
Having resolved to try the legal 
profession, he practised for some 
time as a pleader, and was, in 1838, 
called to the bar, and went the 
Home circuit. He gradually ob- 
tained a large business as a lawyer 
and pleader; in 1851 became a 
Queen's Counsel, and m 1852 was a 
member, with Sir J Jervis, Sir 
A. Gockburn, Mr. Willes, and Mr. 
Baron Martin, of the Common 
Law Procedure Commission, winch 
resulted in the Common Law Pro- 
cedure Act of 1852. This gave 
great satisfaction, and Mr. Bram- 
well was, in 1856, made a Baron of 
the Exchequer, and received the 
honour of knighthood. In Oct., 
1876, he was made a Judge of the 
intermediate Court of Appeal, and 
sworn of the Privy Council. He re- 
tired from the bench at the close of 
the year 1881, when a complimen- 
tary banquet, attended by the 
judges and the principal members 
of the legal profession, was held in 
his honour. In Feb , 1882, he was 
raised to the peerage by the title of 
Baron Bramwell, of Hever, in the 
county of Kent. 

BRANCH, The Right Rev. 
Charles James, D.D., Bishop Co- 
adjutor of Antigua, was born at 
Barbados in 1834 ; educated at 
Codrington College, Barbados. He 
was appointed Curate of St. Si- 
mon's, Barbados, in 1857 ; Rector of 
St. Andrew's, Grenada, in 1861; 
Rector of St. John's, St. Croix, in 
1866 ; and Archdeacon of Antigua, 
in 1879, He was consecrated Bishop 
Coadjutor of Antigua, in the chapel 
of Lambeth Palace, July 25, 1882. 

BRAND, The Right Hon. Sir 
Henry Bott verie W illiam, G.C . B . , 
M.P., Speaker of tho House of 
Commons, is the second son of the 
21st Baron Daore, by the second 
daughter of the late Hon. and 
Tery Rev. Maurice Crosbie, Deat 
of Limerick, and brother and heir 
presumptive to the present Baron.

He was born in Dec., 1814. For 1 
some time be was private secretary | 
to Sir G-eorge Grey. In Jnly^ 1852, 
be obtained a seat in tbe House of 
Commons as one of tbe members 
for Lewes, wbicb borongb be con- 
tinued to represent till December, 
1868, and since then be bas sat for 
tbe county of Cambridge. In Feb., 

1858, Mr Brand was appointed 
Keeper of tbe Privy Seal to tbe 
Prince of Wales, but be only beld 
tbe ofBlce for a few weeks He beld 
tbe office of Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to tbe Treasui'y from June, 

1859, to July, 1866. In 1859 Mr. 
Brand succeeded Sir W. Hayter, 
senior “ whip ” of tbe Liberal party, 
and be discharged tbe duties of 
that important and laborious office 
with unflagging energy and zeal 
for a period of nine years. Wben 
Mr. Denison, afterwards Viscount 
Ossington, vacated tbe Speakeris 
chair, Mr. Brand was nominated 
by tbe Government to succeed him, 
and be was elected Speaker of tbe 
House of Commons without oppo- 
sition in Feb., 1872. At first some 
bon. members entertained mis- 
givmgs as to whether a gentleman 
who bad been so peculiarly identi- 
fied for many years with tbe in- 
terests of one political party in tbe 
State would preside with due im- 
partiabty over tbe discussions of 
the House of Commons j but all 
such doubts were soon set at rest 
by tbe conduct of tbe right bon. 
gentleman, who has discbi^ed tbe 
duties of bis high office to tbe 
satisfaction alike of Liberals and 
Conservatives. Tbe most conclusive 
proof of this is, that wben a new 
Parliament was elected, and tbe 
Conservatives were placed in power, 
Mr. Brand was again elected 
Speaker without opposition in 
March, 1874. He was elected 
Speaker for the third time April 29, 
1880. At tbe close of tbe Session 
of 1881 tbe Queen conferred on him 
tbe dignity of tbe Civil Grand 
Cross of the Order of the Bath. 
Tbe Speaker of tbe House of Com- 


mons is tbe first commoner of tbe 
realm, and ranks next after barons. 
Bus emolument consists of a fur- 
nished bouse in tbe Hew Palace of 
Westminster, and a salary of .£5000 
a year. Sir Henry Brand's name 
for some years came frequently 
before the public in connexion with 
a scheme for tbe amelioration of 
tbe condition of tbe agricultural 
labourers on bis estate at Glynde, 
in Sussex. Sir Henry Brand is a 
magistrate and Deputy-Lieutenant 
for Sussex, and married, in 1838, 
Eliza, daughter of General Eobert 
Ellice, by whom be bas bad a large 
family. His eldest son is one of 
tbe members for Stroud, and was 
formerly M.P. for Hertfordshire 

BEAHD, His Honour Sir Johan- 
nes Henricus, G C.M.G., Presi- 
dent of tbe Orange Free State, was. 
born at Cape Town, Dec. 6, 1823,, 
being a son of Sir C. Brand, Speaker 
of tbe House of Assembly, Cape of 
Good Hope (who died in 1875). He 
received bis education at tbe Sooth 
African College xmder Di\ 
Changucon and Dr. J. E. Juner. 
He continued his studies at the 
University of Leyden, where he 
proceeded to the degree of D.C.L. 
in 1845. He was called to the 
English bar from tbe Inner Temple 
in 1849, and practised as an advo- 
cate in the Supreme Court at the 
Cape of Good Hope from that year 
till 1863. In 1868 he was appointed 
Professor of Law in tbe South 
African College. He was elected 
President of the Orange Free State 
in 1863, and subsequently re-elected 
for periods of five years in 1869, 
1874, and 1879. In March, 1882, be 
was created a Knight Grand Cross 
of tbe Order of SS. Michael and 
George 

BEAHDES, George Maurice 
Cohen, a Danish author, born at 
Copenhagen, of a Jewish family, 
Feb. 4, 1842. He studied in the 
University of his native city (1859-- 
64), applying himself in tbe first 
in^ance to jurisprudence, and then 
to philosophy and sestbetics. In 
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1802 he gamed the gold medal of 
the University by an essay on 
'^Fatalism among the Ancients/’ 
and afterwards he passed the ex- 
amination for his degree with the 
highest distinction. As soon as he 
had graduated he left Denmark 
and spent several years in different 
countries on the Continent. He 
was at Stockholm in 1805 , passed 
the winter of 1866-67 at Paris , 
was in Germany in 1868 ; and in 
Prance and Germany in 1870-71. 
He published Dualismeni von 
nyeste Filosofi ” The Dualism of 
the Philosophy of the Present 
Time ”) in 1866, with reference to 
the relations between science and 
faith — a work which exposed him 
to violent attacks from the ortho- 
dox party; “.^Esthetic Studies/’ 
1868 ; Criticisms and Portraits/’ 
1870; and '' French iEsthetics at 
the Present Day/’ 1870. On return- 
ing from his travels he became a 
private tutor in the University of 
Copenhagen, and delivered the 
series of lectures which were pub- 
lished at Copenhagen in 4 vols., 
1872-76, under the title of “ Hoved- 
stronminger i det 19 Aarhundredes 
Literatur” ('^The Great Literary 
Currents of the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury”), and subsequently translated 
into German by Strodtmann. His 
other works are a Danish transla- 
tion of John Stuart MiU’s essay on 
the Subjection of Women,” 1869; 

SSren Kjerkegaard,” 1877, and 
'^DanskeDigtere”(Danish Poems), 
1877. In Oct., 1877, Brandes left 
Denmark and settled in Berlin, 
where he diligently studied and 
made himself master of the German 
language, which he now writes 
fluently and correctly. At Berlm 
he composed the biographies 
^'Esajas Tegn^r” and '^Benjamin 
d’lsraeli,” both published m 1878. 
At the close of the year 1882 he 
returned to Denmark, his fellow- 
countrymen having guaranteed him 
an income of 4,000 crowns for ten 
years, with the single stipulation 
that he should deliver public lec- 


tures on literature at Copen- 
hagen.

BEEE, The Eight Eev. Heu- 
BERT, D.D , Bishop of Barbados, 
was born at Keswick, Cumberland, 
in Jan., 1828. He was educated at 
Bury School, and at Cains College, 
Cambridge (B.A. 1850; M.A. 185.S), 
after serving the curacies of Drink- 
stone and Wolverstone, was col- 
lated to the rectory of Harkstead 
in 1858. Ho was curate of Long 
Melford from 1865 till 1870, when 
he obtained the rectory of Bramp- 
ton, Huntingdonshire. Being ap- 
pointed Bishop of Barbados, he was 
consecrated by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury (Dr. Tait), in the chapel 
of Lambeth Palace, May 1, 1882 

BEBEN, Henry Hbgart, F.S.A., 
born in Kerry, Ireland, in 1805, is 
paternally descended from the an- 
cient Irish chiefs of Tyrone, and 
represents the principal of the 
Septs, which, as adherents of H’i^h 
O’Neil, were dispossessed of their 
lands in Ulster, in 1607, by the 
Government of James I , and ban- 
ished to Kerry, as the remotest part 
of Ireland from the place of their 
birth. On the mother’s side he is 
a near relative of Thomas Moore, 
the poet, whose father, the son of 
a Kerry farmer, settled in Dublin 
in 1775. Mr. Breen was educated 
at the Grammar Schools of his 
native county till the age of 
eighteen, when he was sent to the 
College of St. Esprit, in Paris, 
where, during a residence of flve 
years, he studied philosophy, theo- 
logy, and French literature. In 
1829 he settled in the West Indies, 
and in 1833 was appointed Secre- 
tary of the Courts of Justice in the 
island of St. Lucia, the Frenclvtei- 
guage being at that time anflfpr 
many years after the languagOTJ 
the Courts. In April, 1867, h^ 
received the appointment of Ad- 
ministrator of the (jrovernment of 
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St Lucia, whicli post he held till 
Oct , 1861. In that capacity he was 
present in Martinique in August, 
1859, at the inauguration of a statue 
to the Empress Josephine, when 
he delivered an address in French, 
for which he received the special 
tTifl.-nlrs of the Emperor Napoleon 
III ; but the chief incident in his 
administration was the visit to St. 
Lucia, in March, 1861, of Prince 
Alfred, now Duke of Edinburgh. 
He has written, St. Lucia, His- 
torical, Statistical, and Descrip- 
tive,"' 1844; ‘"The Diamond Eock 
and other Poems,” 1849; “Modem 
English Literature: its Blemishes 
and Defects,” 1857 , Warrawarra, 
the Carib Chief, a Tale of 1770,” 
2 vols., 1876 , and some other works 
which appeared anonymously. He 
has also contributed to periodical 
literature. 

BEETT, The Ei^ht Hon. Sib 
William Baliol, Master of the 
Eolls, eldest surviving son of the 
Eev. Joseph George Brett, of Eane- 
lagh, Chelsea, by Dora, daughter 
of George Best, Esq., late of Chil- 
ston Park, Kent, was born in 1817. 
From Westminster School he was 
sent to Caius College, Cambridge 
(B A. 1840 ; M.A. 1845) At this 
period he was famous for his skill 
in rowing, and he was in three 
University crews. In 1846 he was 
called to the bar at Lincoln's Inn. 
He chose the Northern circuit, and 
soon acquired a lai^e practice. He 
possessed a peculiar knowledge of 
ships and nautical matters, and 
also of many mercantile pursuits, 
and he displayed rare skill in 
selecting the topics most pleasing 
to juries, and in presenting busi- 
ness matters clearly to business 
men. In March, 1860, he obtained 
his silk gown, and at the same 
time he was made a bencher of 
his Inn BCis political career com- 
menced in 1866, when, in view of 
a general election, he went down 
to Eochdale to oppose Mr, Cobden, 
and in this advanced Liberal 
boror%h declared himself W be^ not 


merely a Conservative, but a Tory. 
Nevertheless he made so much pro- 
gress among the constituents, that 
Mr. Cobden deemed it prudent to 
visit Eochdale personally, in order 
to defend his seat. Mr. Brett did 
not succeed in his bold attempt, 
and he failed in the contest against 
Mr. T. B. Potter. In July, 1866, 
he stood for Helston in Cornwall. 
This election became fan ous from 
the circumstance of there being a 
tie, and the Mayor assuming to 
give after four o'clock a casting 
vote. For doing this the Mayor 
was summoned before the House 
of Commons, and Mr. Brett was 
seated on petition. Mr. Brett re- 
presented Helston till 1868, being 
in Feb. of that year appointed Soh- 
citor-General, on which occasion he 
received the honour of Imighthood. 
During the short period he re- 
mained in office he took a promi- 
nent part in passing, in 1868, the 
Eegistration Act, which enabled 
the general election to be taken 
in that year, and the Corrupt 
Practices Act, which is now in 
force. In Aug., 1868, when it was 
known that the Conservative party 
had failed to gain the support of 
the country, he was appointed a 
Justice of the Court of Common 
Pleas, and by the operation of the 
Judicature Act, he became a Judge 
of the High Court of Justice in 
1875. He tried the gas-stokers, 
and passed on them a sentence, 
which, by some persons, was 
deemed unduly harsh, and by 
others a necessary sentence, con- 
sidering the great danger caused 
to the metropohs by the strike. 
His sentence on Col. Valentine 
Baker was also much criticised. 
In Oct., 1876, he was made a Judge 
of the intermediate Court of Ap- 
peal, and added to the Privy Coun- 
cil. In April, 1883, he was appoin- 
ted Master of the Eolls, on the 
recommendation of Mr. Gladstone, 
in the place of the late Sir George 
Jessel. He married, in 1850, Eu- 
genie, daughter gf Loxus Mayer 
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Esq., and stepdaughter of the late 
Capt. Gurwood, C.B. (editor of the 
Duke of Wellington's Despatches). 

BEE WEE, The Eev. E. Cobham, 
LL.D., second son of John Sherren 
Brewer, Esq., "'a man of Kent,*' 
was bom May 2, 1810, in Eussell 
Square, London, and educated by 
private tutors. He proceeded to 
Trinity Hall, Cambridge, in 1832, 
obtained the Ereshmen^s Prizes for 
Latin and English Essays, was first 
prizeman the next two years, and 
though strongly advised to go out 
in mathematics, took his degree in 
the Civil Law, First Class, in 1833. 
He was ordained deacon in 1831*, 
priest in 1836, proceeded to the 
degree of LL D in 1810, and de- 
voted himself to literature. In 1850 
was published his Guide to 
Science,” of which 1000 copies per 
month were sold for many years 
He resided for sis years, from 1852, 
in Paris, where he brought out, at 
the Emperor’s request, a French 
version of his “Guide to Science,” 
and where, m 1856, he married 
Ellen Mary, eldest daughter of the 
Eev Francis Tebbutt of Hove. On 
his return to England he resided 
for a time in Bernard Street, Eus- 
sell Square, and then moved to St. 
Luke’s Yillas, Westbourne Park. 
Failing health compelled him to 
retire into the coimtry, and he lived 
for many years at Lavant, next 
Goodwood, where, in 1868, he 
brought out his Dictionary of 
Phrase and Fable” (14th edition, 
1881), and in 1881 his “Header’s 
Handbook” (3rd edition, 1882). 
Besides these books. Dr Brewer 
published in 1859 “Theology in 
Science,” to show the marks of 
wisdom and design brought to light 
by scientific discoveries; “History 
(political and literary) of France,” 
1863; “History (political and lite- 
rary) . of Germany,” 1881 ; nbout 
thirty educational books, and a 
number of pamphlets under various 
pseudonyms. 

BEIALMONT, Alexis Henri, a 
Belfinan writer on military subiects. 


son of General Laurent Mathieu 
Brialmont, was born at Yenloo, in 
the province of Limburg, May 25, 
1821. He quitted the military school 
at Brussels with the rank of sub- 
lieutenant in 184-3. Being con- 
nected, as an engineer officer, with 
the management of the fortifica- 
tions, he was appointed to carry out 
the works at the fortress of Diest. 
From 1817 to 1850 he was private 
secretary to General Chazal, then 
Minister of War. In 1855 he left 
the corps of engineers and became 
a member of the staff, attaining to 
the rank of Captain in 1857. In 
due course he became Major-Ge- 
neral, and in 1877 Lieutenant- 
General. He was appointed In- 
spector-General of Fortifications 
and of the Sappers and Miners in 
Belgium in 1875. Lieut.-General 
Brialmont has written many works 
on military history and tactics. 
Among them arc “ Precis d’Art 
Militaire,” 1841, in the “Bibho- 
th^qne Populaire” of the “Socic^te 
pour I’liinanoipation Intellectu- 
elle,”“^loge de la Guerre, ou re- 
futation des doctrines des Amis de 
la Paix,” 1819, a pamphlet written 
on the occasion of the Congress, and 
dedicated to the army; “De la 
Guerre, de I’Annoe, et de la Garde 
Civique,” 1819, a remarkable article 
on the construction of Powder 
Magazines, in the “Annales des 
Travaux Publics,” 1810, “Consi- 
derations politiques ot militaires 
sur la Belgique,” 3 vols , 1851-52 , 
“Histoire du Due de Wellington,” 
3 vols , 1856-57, translated into 
English with emendations and ad- 
ditions by the Eev. G E. Gloig, 
1858, ei seq.; “A French Officer’s 
Ideas upon the Defence of Eng- 
land,” edited by A. Kinloch, I860; 
“iltudes sur la D<5fensc des iStats 
et sur la Fortification,” 3 vols., with 
atlas, 1863; “Le Corps Beige du 
Mexique,” 1861; “K(5flexions d’un 
Soldat sur les Dangers qui mena- 
cent la Belgique,” 1865; “Consi- 
derations sur la E^organisation de 
TAnn^e/' 1866; “Trait6 de Fortifi- 
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cation Polygonale/^ 2 vols j 1869,

He started in 
1850 the Journal de VArm4e Beige. 

BEIDGE, JoHisr Fredeeick, was 
horn Dec 6, 18-14, at Oldbury, Wor- 
cestershire, and educated at Bi>ches- 
ter Cathedral School, under John 
Hopkins, and afterwards became 
a pupil of Sir John Goss. He 
was appointed Organist of Holy 
Trinity Church, Windsor, in 1865; 
of Manchester Cathedral in 1869; 
Professor of Harmony at Owens 
College, Manchester, in 1871 ; Per- 
manent Deputy Organist of West- 
minster Abbey in 1875; and suc- 
ceeded to the full offices of Master 
of the Choristers and Organist in 
1882. Dr Bridge has composed the 
oratorio "Mount Moriah;” a can- 
tata " Boadicea ; ” church music and 
part songs. He is the author of 
theoretical works on Counterpomt, 
Double Counterpoint, and Canon. 

BRIDGMAH, Frederic A., 
figure painter, born at Tuskegee, 
Alabama, Hov., 1847. His father 
died when he was three years old, 
and at the age of ten his mother took 
him to the Northern States, where 
he resided for a few years in Massa- 
chusetts. He then entered the 
American Bank N ote Company (N ew 
York) to learn engraving, residing 
at Brooklyn, where he studied 
painting in evening art-schools 
Although he made rapid progress 
as an engraver, he preferred to 
adopt painting as his art, and so 
resigned his position in the Bank 
Note Company, and in 1866, assisted 
by friends, went to Paris, where he 
studied under Gerdme in the Nicole 
des Beaux-Arts for three years. In 
1869, and again in 1870, he spent 
some time in Brittany. In 1871 
he passed six months in XiOndon, 


and the next two years in the 
Pyrenees, on the Spanish border. 
The winter of 1872-73 was passed in 
Algiers, and that of 1873-74 in 
Egypt, Nubia, and on the Nile. In 
1875 he received a medal in the 
Paris Salon, and also one at the 
International Exhibition of 1878. 
Soon after he was made a member 
of the Legion of Honour. He still 
resides at Paris. Among his pic- 
tures are "Up Early,” "Girls in 
the Way,” "Apollo bearing off 
Cyrene,"’^ "Interior of a Harem,” 
"The Funeral of the Mummy,” 
"Illusions of High Life,” "Bring- 
ing in the Corn,” "The American 
Circus in Paris,” "In the Pyrenees,” 
"The Nubian Story-Teller,” "Don- 
key-Boy of Cairo,” "Eybellan Wo- 
man,” and "Planting Rape in 
Normandy.” 

BRIGHT, Sir Charles Tilston, 
F.R.A.S., F.R G.S., civil engineer, 
the son of Brailsford Bright, Esq,, 
born in 1832, commenced the active 
business of his profession in 1850, 
and in 1853, as engineer to the 
English and Irish Magnetic Tele- 
graph Company, was immediately 
concerned in the union of Great 
Britain with Ireland by submarine 
telegraph. In 1856 he was one of 
four? original projectors of a line of 
telegra;^ between the west coast of 
Ireland and America, which work, 
as engineer to the Atlantic Tel<»- 
graph Company, he accomplished 
in Aug., 1858, when he received 
the honour of knighthood from 
the Lord-Lieutenant of Ireland. 
Several messages were transmitted 
between London and New York and 
other places ; amongst them con- 
gratulatory addresses between Her 
Majesty and the President of the 
United States, and orders counter- 
manding the despatch of two regi- 
ments from Canada to India, by 
which the country saved upwards 
of ^650,000. The line, however, 
ceased to work a few weeks after- 
wards. Sir C. Bright was re- 
turned for Greenwich at the general 
election of 1865^ and contmued to^ 
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represent that constituency till Dec 
1868. 

BRIGHT, The Right Hon. 
John, M.P., is the son of Jacob 
Bright, of Greenbank, near Roch- 
dale, where he was born Nov. 16, 
1811. Having received the rudi- 
ments of a substantial Enghsh 
education, he entered his father's 
business, and became a member of 
the firm of John Bright and Bro- 
thers, cotton-spinners and manu- 
facturers, of Rochdale. At a com- 
paratively early age he began to 
address local audiences on social 
and poHtico-economical topics, and 
he delivered, at a literary institu- 
tion in his native town, a series of 
lectures embodying his reminis 
cences of a Tour to the Holy Land 
in 1835. Though he had taken 
part in the Reform agitation of 
1831-2, Mr. Bright first distin- 
guished himself in political life by 
becoming in 1839 one of the earli- 
est members of the Anti-Corn-Law 
League, which grew out of an asso- 
ciation formed in 1838 to obtain the 
repeal of the Corn Laws. In April, 
1843, at a bye-election, he stood as 
a candidate for the representation 
of the city of Durham, but was 
defeated by Lord Dungannon, a 
Conservative and Protectionist. 
His Lordship was, however, un- 
seated on petition, and at the elec- 
tion which thereupon ensued in 
July of the same year, Mr. Bright 
was returned by a majority of 78. 
He continued to sit for Durham till 
1847, when he was returned for 
Manchester. He made his maiden 
speech in Parliament on Mr. Ewart's 
motion for extending the principles 
of free trade, Aug. 7, 1813. During 
the interval between his election 
for Manchester and the accession of 
the first Derby Ministry to power, 
Mr. Bright's activity in Parliament 
and on the platform was varied and 
contmuous. In the House of Com- 
mons he proposed to apply the 
remedy of free trade in land to the 
state of things which produced the 
Irish famine. He appealed, unsuc- 


cessfully, for the despatch of a 
royal commission to investigate the 
condition of India , and in 1849 he 
was appointed one of the members, 
of the celebrated select committee 
of the House of Commons on ofB.ciaj. 
salaries. In the legislature and in 
the provinces, especially at Man- 
chester, he co-operated with Mr. 
Cobden in the movement which the 
latter sought to create in favour of 
financial reform, mainly with a 
view to the reduction of our naval 
and military estabhshments. In 

1851 he voted with those who at- 
tempted to censure Lord Palmer- 
ston in the Pacifico afiair , and ir 

1852 he took a prominent part ir 
the welcome given to Kossuth by 
the advanced Liberals of Lanca- 
shire Pn the formation of the 
first Derby Ministry, Mr. Bright 
aided in that temporary re-organiza- 
tion of the Anti-Corn-Law League 
which the acceptance of free trade 
by the new government afterwards 
rendered unnecessary He was re- 
elected for Manchester, after € 
contest, at the general election of 
1852. With the accession of Lore 
Aberdeen's ministry to power begar 
the discussion of the Eastern ques- 
tion, his share in which alienated 
from Mr. Bright many of his former 
supporters. Mr. Bright denounced 
the policy of the Russian war with 
energy , but his protests against it 
were stopped by an attack of severe 
illness, and just as the war had 
been brought to a close, Mr. Bright 
was compelled to forego all public 
action. The news of the defeat of 
Lord Palmerston on the Canton 
question reached him while in Italy, 
in March, 1857. Although he had 
necessarily taken no personal pai-t 
in the debate or division which pro- 
duced Lord Palmerston's appeal to 
the country, yet he expressed his 
entire approval of the vote of cen- 
sure which had been proposed by 
Mr. Cobden, and seconded by Mr. 
Milner Gibson. At the general 
election that ensued, Manchester 
rejected both Mr. Bright and Mr. 
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Milner Gibson by large majorities. 
A few months afterwards, the death 
of Mr. Muntz caused a vacancy in 
the representation of Birmingham ; 
the constituency invited Mr. Bright 
to become a candidate, he was 
elected in Aug., 1857, and has con- 
tinued to represent that borough 
down to the present time. After 
1857 his name was mainly identified 
with a scheme for the reform of the 
electoral representation, by a wide 
extension of the suffrage and a 
more equal distribution of the seats 
with reference to population, and 
alterations in the law of entail. 
He was an uncompromismg advo- 
cate of the North during the civil 
war in America, and after the close 
of the struggle he renewed the agi- 
tation for reform. He visited Ire- 
land, and he was entertamed at a 
banquet in Dublm, Oct. 30, 1866 j 
but his reception in the sister 
island was not so enthusiastic as its 
promoters anticipated. On Nov 
3, 1868, he was presented with the 
freedom of the city of Edinburgh, 
and in the following month he 
accepted office under Mr. Gladstone, 
as President of the Board of Trade. 
After bemg absent from the House 
of Commons for some time in con- 
sequence of severe illness, he was 
compelled to retire from office in 
Dec., 1870 . His health havi^ been 
partially restored, he wus, in Aug , 
1873, appointed to the Chancellor- 
ship of the Duchy of Lancaster in 
succession to Mr. Childers, and he 
held that post until the Liberals 
went out of office in Feb., 1874. 
When the Liberals returned to 
power in May, 1880, Mr. Bright was 
re-appointed Chancellor of the 
Duchy of Lancaster. On July 17, 
1882, he announced in the House of 
Commons that he had resigned his 
office and retired from the Cabinet 
because he differed from his col- 
leagues on their policy in Egypt 
which led to the bombardment of 
Alexandria. Mr. Bright was elected 
Lord Rector of the University of 
Glasgow, Nov, 15, 1880, A collec- 


tion of his “ Speeches on Questions 
of Public Policy ” was published m 
2 vols , 1868. 

BRIGHT, The Rev. William, 
D D , was born at Doncaster, Dec, 
14, 1824. From Rugby School he 
was elected scholar of University 
College, Oxford, where he graduated 
in the first class in classics in 1846. 
The next year he was elected a 
fellow of his college, and gamed 
the Johnson Theological Scholar- 
ship and the Ellerton Theological 
Prize, and in 1849 he proceeded 
M.A. Applying himself to the 
study of divinity, he was ordained 
deacon in 1848, and priest in 1850, 
and in the succeeding year became 
theological tutor in Trinity College, 
Glenalmond. He returned to Ox- 
ford in 1859, and was afterwards 
appomted tutor of University Col- 
lege. He was promoted in 1868 to 
the Regius Professorship of Eccle- 
siastical History, and to the canonry 
of Christ Churci, which is attached 
to that chair. The University con- 
ferred upon him the degree of D.D. 
in 1869. Dr. Bright's works are, 
" Ancient Collects selected from 
various Rituals,” 1857; "Athana- 
sius and other Poems,” 1858, ^^A 
History of the Church from the 
Edict of Milan to the Council of 
Chalcedon,” 1860 ; " Eighteen Ser- 
mons of St. Leo, translated with 
notes,” 1862 ; Faith and Life : 
Readings from Ancient Writers,” 
1864; " Hymns and other Verses,” 
1866 and 1874 ; reprints of " Euse- 
bius's EcdesiasticSl History,” " St. 
Athanasius's Orations against the 
Arians,” " Socrates' Ecclesiastical 
History,” " Select Anti-Pelagian 
Treatises of St. Augustine,” and 
"St. Athanasius's Historical Writ- 
ings,” with introductions, in 1872, 
1873, 1878, 1880, and 1881 ; "Chap- 
ters of Early English Church His- 
tory,” 1878; "Later Treatises of 
St. Athanasius, translated, with 
notes and appendix,” in the 
"Library of the Fathers,” 1881; 
and " Notes on the Canons of the 
First Four General Councils/' 1882, 
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In colla'boration -with the Eev. P. G-. 
Medd, M.A , he published, in 1805, 
a Latin version of the Book of 
Common Prayer 

BEISBANE, Bishop op. (jS'cc 
Hale.) 

B El STOW, Heney William, 
E.E.S,, E.G-.S., only son of Ma 3 or- 
Gen. Henry Bristow, born in 1817, 
was educated at Twickenham and at 
King’s College, London, where in 
1810-41 he obtained certificates of 
honour of the second and third years 
in the department of civil engineer- 
ing and science applied to the arts 
and manufactures. He was appointed 
Assistant Geologist on the Ordnance 
Geological Survey in 18 12 j elected a 
Fellow of the Geological Society in 
1813 , promoted to the rank of Geo- 
logist on the Geological Survey of 
Great Britain, under the department 
of Woods, &c. } transferred to the 
department of Science and Art in 
1847 , elected a Fellow of the Eoyal 
Society in 1862, and an Honorary 
Fellow of King’s College, London, in 
1863 , appointed Examiner in Geo- 
logy and Mineralogy under the 
Council of Military Education, Oct., 
1865 , promoted to the rank of Dis- 
trict Surveyor on the Geological 
Survey of England and Wales, 
April, 1867 ; presented with the 
diploma of the Imperial Geological 
Institute of Vienna, 1870 ; and pro- 
moted to the rank of Senior Di- 
rector (Director for England and 
Wales), on the Geological Survey 
of the United Kingdom in Oct., 
1872. He is the author of a Glos- 
sary of Mineralogy,” 1861 ; and of 
the articles on Mineralogy in 
Brande’s “Dictionary of Science, 
Literature, and Art,” 4th edition, 
1867 ; Descriptive Catalogue of the 
Minerals in the Museum of King’s 
College, London j of a portion of a 
Descriptive Catalogue of the Eock 
Specimens in the Museum of Prac- 
tical Geology, London j of articles 
on Minerals and Eocks in “Ure’s 
Dictionary of Arts, Manufactures, 
and Mines,” 3rd edition ; of “ Me- 
moirs on the Geology of the Isle of 


Wight j” of “A Memoir on the 
Geology of parts of Hants and 
Berks,” comprised m Map 12 of 
the Geological Survey ; of a paper 
on the Lower Lias of Glamorgan- 
shire, 1867 ; and joint-author (with 
Mr. W. Whitaker) of a paper on 
the Chesil Bank of Dorset, 1869 ; of 
various maps, sections, and of other 
I)ublications of the G eological Sur- 
vey. In Feb., 1880, Mr. Bristow 
was presented by the King of Italy 
with the diploma and insignia of 
Olficer of the Order of Saints Mau- 
rice and Lazarus. Mr. Bristow also 
edited and revised the translation 
of Figuior’s “World before the 
Deluge,” 6th edition, 1860 ; and is 
the translator and editor of L. 
Simonin’s “La Vie Souterraine” 
(“ Underground Life ”) adapted to 
the present state of British mining, 
1869. In conjunction with Mr E. 
Etheridge, he published “British 
Sedimentary and Fossiliferous 
Strata,” 1872 j and ho has also 
compiled a “ Table of British 
Strata,” showing their order of 
superposition iind relative thickness. 

BEOCK, Thos., A.E A., sculptor, 
was born in 1847, at Worcester, 
where his father was a decorator. 
He was educated first at the Go- 
vernment School of Design in that 
city, then caino to London and 
studied at the Eoyal Academy, 
whore he obtained both silver and 
gold Medals. Ho became a pupil 
and afterwards an assistant of the 
late J. H. Foley, the sculptor. 
After Mr. Foley’s death he com- 
pleted the numerous works left un- 
finished by him, the chief of these 
being the O’Connell Monument in 
Dublin. Among Mr. Brock’s ideal 
works may be mentioned “Sal- 
macis,” “ Hercules Strangling An- 
taeus,” statuettes of Paris and 
CEnone, and a large equestrian 
group, “ A Moment of Peril,” pur- 
chased for the nation by the Eoyal 
Academy. Among portrait statues 
may be named Eichard Baxter, 
Eobert Eaikes, and Sir Rowland 
HiU, Mr. Brock is now engaged 
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on statues of Sir RicRard Temple, 
Sir Erasmus Wilson, and the poet 
Longfellow (the latter for the West- 
minster Abbey Memorial) Bfe was 
elected an Associate of the Royal 
Academy Jan 16, 1883. 

BRODRICK, The Hon. George 
Charles, Warden of Merton Col- 
lege, Oxford, is the second son of 
the late Yiscount Midleton, formerly 
Dean of Exeter, and was born at 
Castle Rising, Norfolk, May 5, 1831. 
He was educated at Eton school, 
and at Balliol College, Oxford, 
taldng his degree in 1854, and 
being elected a Fellow of Merton 
College in 1855. He obtained a 
double first-class at Oxford, as well 
as the English Essay Prize and the 
Arnold Historical Prize He also 
capied off, m 1858, the Law Scholar- 
ship at the University of London, 
where he took the degree of LL.B. 
He was called to the bar from Lin- 
coln's Inn m 1859, and for some 
years practised as a barrister on 
the Western circuit. In conjimc- 
tion with Mr. Fremantle, he edited 
"The Ecclesiastical Ju<3^ments of 
the Privy Council.^' Mr. Brodrick 
was unanimously elected by the 
School Board for London to fill a 
death vacancy, being the first mem- 
ber so elected j and he has from 
the first been on the Council of the 
London Society for the Extension 
of University Teaching. He took 
an active part m promoting the 
University Tests Act, and other 
measures of academical, and gene- 
rally of educational, interest. Mr. 
Brodrick made several unsuccessful 
attempts to enter the House of 
Commons He contested Wood- 
stock in the Liberal interest in 
1868, and again in 1874; and he 
stood for Monmouthshire at the 
general election of 1880. In Feb., 
1881, he was elected Warden of 
Merton College in the place of the 
late Dr. Bifilock-Marsham. Mr 
Brodrick is known to have contri- 
buted largely, but for the most part 
anonymously, to the daily Press and 
lefiding periodicals, A selection of 


articles published under his own 
name, together with two more ela- 
borate Treatises on " Primogeni- 
ture^^ and " Local Government,” 
and other occasional essays, were 
re-published in a volume entitled 
"Political Studies'^ in 1880 In 
the following year he published a 
work entitled " English Land and 
English Landlords,” being an in- 
quiry into the origin, structoe, and 
proposed reform of the English 
Land-system ; and he afterwards 
discussed the Irish Land-question, 
and the claim of Tenant-right for 
British Farmers, in three articles, 
which appeared in Fraser^s Magor 
zine for 1881-2. 

BROGLIE, Charles Jacques 
Yictor Albert, Due de, eldest son 
of the eminent French statesman 
Achille Charles Leonce Yictor, Due 
de Broglie (who died Jan. 25, 1870), 
was bom in Paris, June 13, 1821. 
He was educated in the University 
of Paris, where, at an early age, he 
gained a high reputation as a pub- 
licist, and became one of the prin- 
cipal editors of the Qorresjpondanta 
m which journal he defended Ca- 
tholic interests and the doctrines of 
moderate constitutional liberalism. 
He was Secretary of the French 
embassies at Madrid and Rome, 
prior to the revolution of 1848, at 
which period he retired altogether 
from public life, in consequence of 
his political opinions, until Feb., 
1871, when he was elected Deputy 
for the department of the Eure, and 
nominated by M. Thiers’s govern- 
ment French Ambassador in Lon- 
don. While holding this appoint- 
ment he made frequent journeys to 
Pans, and took an active part in 
the debates in the National As- 
sembly. In March, 1872, he was in- 
structed to communicate to the 
English government the denuncia- 
tion of the Treaty of Commerce. 
At this period the Duke, who, it 
may be remarked, entertains en- 
lightened views on commercial 
questions, was accused by the Re- 
publican party in the Chamber with 
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not having shown sufficient respect 
for the form of government which 
he had undertaken to represent at 
a foreign court Accordingly^ the 
Dukej who had accepted a diplo- 
matic appointment with reluctance, 
asked to he recalled from the Court 
of St. Jameses, and his request was 
acceded to. As the acknowledged 
leader of the Conservative party in 
the National Assembly, he moved 
the order of the day which led to 
the resignation of M. Thiers and 
the acceptance by Marshal Mac- 
Mahon of the Presidency of the Ee- 
public, April 2J., 1873. The Due de 
Broglie now became Minister of Fo- 
reign Affairs and President of the 
Council I and for more than a year 
he directed the policy (?f the new 
government, but having undertaken 
a project of a new Constitution, in- 
cluding the establishment of a Grand 
Council or Second Chamber, which 
was to be invested with the power of 
dissolving the Assembly, he was de- 
feated on a question of procedure, 
and resigned with his ministry. May 
16, 187--J'. At the elections of Jan. 30, 
1876, M. de Broglie was elected a 
Senator by the department of the 
Eure , his term of office expires in 
1885. On May 17, 1877, he succeeded 
M. Jules Simon as President of the 
Council of Ministers, Keeper of the 
Seals and Minister of Justice, which 
posts he resigned m December of the 
same year after the elections had 
given a large majority to the Eepub- 
Ixcan party. As a writer, the Due 
de Broglie is well known by a trans- 
lation of Leibnitz’s “ Eeligious 
System,” 1846, his “Etudes Mo- 
rales et Litt6ra.ires,” 1853 j “L’lil- 
glise et TEmpire Eomain au Qua- 
trifeme Sifecle,” G vols., 1856, a work 
which passed through five editions j 
“ Dne Eeforme Administrative en 
Algcrie,” 1860 ; “ Questions de Ee- 
ligion et d’Histoire,” 1860, “La 
Souverainet6 Pontificale et la Li- 
berte,” 1861 ; “ La Liberte Divine 
et la Liberte Humaine,” 1865 j “Le 
Secret du Eoi • Correspondance 
Secrete de Louis XY, avec ses 


Agents Diplomatiques,” 2 vols 
1878 , and “ Fredm'ic II. et Marie 
Ther^se,” 1882. He was elected a 
member of the French Academy in 
1862, on a vacancy being occasioned 
by the decease of Father Lacor- 
daire. The Sultan conferred upon 
the Due de Broglie the Grand 
Cordon of the Order of tlie Osmanie 
in Oct., 1873. 

BEOMBY, The Eight Ebv. 
Charles Henry, D.D., son of the 
late Eev. J. H. Bromby, Vicar of 
Trinity Church, Hull, born in 1814, 
was educated at St. John’s College, 
Cambridge (B.A. 1837, M.A. 1840, 
D.D. 18()1). He resided for some 
years at Clifton, taking private 
pupils J was Incumbent of St. 
Paul’s, Cheltenham, from 1813, and 
Principal of the Normal College for 
Schoolmasters there from 1847 till 
his appointment to the bishopric of 
Tasmania in 180 1. In 1882 he re- 
signed his see, and was appointed 
rector of Shrawardine with Mont- 
ford, Shropshire. He has written 
“Sorrows of Bethany, and other 
Sermons,” in 1816 ; 

“ Notes on the Liturgy and Church 
History,” in 1852 ; “A Sketch of the 
Book of Common Pmyer,” in 1861 ; 
" The Antiquity and Independence 
of the Bidtish Church ; ” “ Early 
Church Histoiy to the Sixth Cen- 
tuiy j” “ Church Student’s Manual,” 
and “ Teacher’s English Grammar 
and Etymology,” in 1862. 

BEOOKE, The Eev. Augustus 
Stoi>eori>, bom at Dublin in 1882, 
was educattid at Trinity College, 
Dublin, where he gained the Downe 
prize and the Vice-Chancellor’s 

S rize for English verse. He gra- 
uated B.A. in 1856 and M.A. in 
1858. He was curate of St. Matthew, 
Marylebone (1867-59) ; curate of 
Kensington (1860-63) j minister of 
St. James’s Chapel, York Street, 
St. James’s Square (1866-75) ; and 
minister of Bedford Chapel, Blooms^ 
bury (June, 1876). He was ap^ 
pointed a chaplain in ordinary to 
the Queen in 1872. Mr. Brooke is 
the author of "Life and Letters of 
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the late Frederick W. Eobertson,” 
1865 j "Theology in the English 
Poets/^ 1874 ; " Primer of English 
Literature ; and four vols of 
"Sermons/^ 1868-77i In 1880 he 
seceded from the Church of Eng- 
land, his reason for this step bemg 
that he had ceased to beheve that 
miracles were credible, and that, 
since the Established Church 
founded its whole scheme of doc- 
trine on the miracle of the Incarna- 
tion, disbehef in that miracle put 
him outside the doctrines of the 
Church 

BECOME, Ebederick Napier, 
C.M.G-., son of the late Eev. E. 
Broome, rector of Adderly, Shrop- 
shire, was born in Canada in 1842, 
and emigrated to Canterbury, New 
Zealand, in 1857. Yisiting Eng- 
land in 1864, he married Lady 
Barker, returned to his "sheep 
station in New Zealand the fol- 
lowing year, but in 1869 came back 
to England. Almost immediately 
on his arrival in London, Mr. 
Napier Broome was employed by 
the Times, and was for five years 
one of the special correspondents of 
that journal, which he represented 
in Eussia at the marriage of the 
Duke of Edinburgh. He has held 
the posts of Secretary to the Com- 
mittee for the completion of St. 
Paulas Cathedral, also to the Eoyal 
Commission on TJnseaworthy Ships. 
He has contributed prose and verse 
to the Qomhzll, Macmillan, and 
other magazines, and has published 
two volumes of poetry, "Poems from 
New Zealand,^^ 1868, and "The 
Stranger of Soriphos,” 1869. In 
February, 1875, Napier Broome 
was appointed Colonial Secretary of 
Natal, and in February, 1878, Co- 
lonial Secretary of the Island of 
Mauritius. He was appointed Lieu- , 
tenant-G-overnor of the latter colony 
in August, 1880 ; and Governor of 
Western Australia in December, 
1882. He was nominated a Com- 
panion of the Order of SS. Michael 
and George in 1877. 

BEOTJGH, Lionel, comedian. 


was born at Pontypool, Monmouth- 
shire, March 10, 1836, being the 
fourth son of Mr. Barnabas Brough, 
and a younger brother of the 
well-known comic authors, "The 
Brothers Brough” He was edu- 
cated in the Grammar School, Man- 
chester, and under Mr. W, Wil- 
liams, of the Priory School, London 
Hhs first employment was in the 
humble capacity of office-boy to Mr. 
J. Timbs, in the TLlustmted London 
News office, in Douglas Jerrold's 
time. Subsequently he published 
the fixst number of the Daily Tele- 
graph, and for five years he was 
connected with the Morning Star. 
Going to Liverpool with other mem- 
bers of the Savage Club to give 
amateur theatrical performances in 
aid of the Lancashire Eehef Fund, 
he achieved so decided a histrionic 
success that he was offered a regular 
engagement by Mr. A. Henderson, 
and accordingly made his first pro- 
fessional appearance at the Prince 
of Wales^s Theatre at Liverpool m 
1864. Since that date he has played 
the principal low-comedy characters 
in London and all through the 
provinces. He represented Tony 
Lumpkin, in "She Stoops to Con- 
quer,^' for upwards of 200 nights. 
Mr. Brough was manager of Covent 
Garden Theatre for Dion Bou- 
cicault during the season in which 

Babil and Bijou was produced. 

BEOIJGHTON, Miss Ehoda, a 
popular English novelist, bom in 
or about 1837. Her principal works 
are: — "Cometh Tip as a Flower,” 
1867 ; " Not W isely, but Too W ell,” 
1867 ; " Eed as a Eose is She,” 1870 ; 

Goodbye, Sweetheart, Goodbye,” 
1872; "Nancy,” 1873; "Tales for 
Christmas Eve,” 1873, republished 
in 1879 under the title of "Twi- 
light Stories ; ” " Joan,” 1876 ; and 

Second Thoughts,” 1880. 

BEOWN, Ford' Madox, a 
painter, by some considered to be- 
long to the Pre-Eaphaelite school, 
was bom at Calais, of English pa- 
rents, in 1821. He is grandson of 
Dr. John Brown, of Edinburgh, 
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founder of the Bnmonian theory of 
medicine. Educated on the conti- 
nentj his earlier works bear the im- 
press of its art. It was not till 
1814 that he took a decided step as 
an exhibitor in England by sending 
two cartoons to Westminster Hall. 
In the competition in 1845 he was 
unsuccessfxdj though Haydon, in his 
Diary^ speaks of his fresco as the 
finest specimen of that difficult 
method in the Hall Shortly after 
this he visited Italy. In 1818 he 
sent his Wichff reading his Trans- 
lation of the Scriptures'" to the 
Free Exliibition, near Hyde Park, 
where, in 1849, he exhibited " King 
Lear,"" one of his most characteristic 
works At the Royal Academy, in 
1851, he produced his large picture 
of Chaucer at the Court of Edward 
the Tliird,"" which had been several 
years in progress. This picture, 
among those selected by Govern- 
ment for the Paris Exhibition of 
1855, received the Liverpool prize 
of .sfiSO in 1858 At the ]&)yal Aca- 
demy, in 1852, was first seen his 
picture of “ Christ washing Poter"s 
Feet,"" which received the Liver- 
pool prize in 1856, and was among 
the Art Treasures at Manchester in 
1857. After 1852, this artist, though 
exhibiting at times at Liverpool, 
Edinburgh, and other places, did 
not again come before the London 
public till 1865, when he opened an 
exhibition in Piccadilly of 50 pic- 
tures, and as many cartoons and 
sketches. Here for the first time 
were seen in the metropolis his pic- 
tures of "The Last of England,"" 
"The Autumn Afternoon,"" "Wil- 
helmus Conquistator,"" and" Work."" 
The last-mentioned was longer in 
hand than any of his other produc- 
tions, and was considered by the 
painter and his admirers his chief 
work at that time. Since then ho 
has produced " The Coat of Many 
Colours,"" " Coirdelia"s Portion,"’ 
"Elijah and the Widow’s Son,” 
"Romeo and Juliet,"" "The En- 
tombment,"" " Bon Juan,” and 
"Jacopo Fosoari,” at present in dif- 


ferent private collections. He com- 
pleted in 1878 a picture of " Crom- 
well,” representing the great Pro- 
tector dictating the famous protest 
to the Duke of Savoy against the 
cruelties that sovereign inflicted on 
the Vaudois Protestants He has 
since been engaged on a senes of 
illustrations of the history of Man- 
chester, which he was commissioned 
to execute in the Town Hall of that 
city. 

BROWN, Henky Kirke, born at 
Leyden, Massachusetts, in 1814. 
He is the son of a farmer, and at 
eighteen went to Boston, and studied 
portrait-painting. He afterwards 
spent three years at Cincinnati, 
where in 1837 his first marble bust 
was executed. By the aid of friends 
he was enabled to visit Italy, and 
after studying there for some time, 
he returned to the United States, 
and settled at Brooklyn, where, 
having many commissions for monu- 
mental art, ho perfected the cast- 
ing of bronze, as a material better 
adapted to exposure than marble. 
He was made an Academician in 
1851 Among his principal works 
in marble are the statue of'" Hope,” 
the bas-reliefs of the "Hyades” 
and "Pleiades,"" and "The Fom* 
Seasons ; "" besides several busts. 
In bronze ho has excoutod a colossal 
statue of Be Witt Clinton, "The 
Angel of Retribution,” the colossal 
equestrian statue of " Washington,” 
in New York, statues of Abraham 
Lincoln, in New York and Brooklyn, 
and an equestrian statue of General 
Scott in Washington. He now re- 
sides at Newburg, New York. 

BROWN, The Rev. Hugh 
Stowell, born in Bouglas, Isle of 
Man, in 1823, is the son of a clergy- 
man of the Established Church and 
cousin of the Rev. Hugh Stowell, of 
Manchester. He was educated 
partly at home and partly at the 
Bouglas Grammar School, until he 
reached the age of fifteen, when he 
came to En^and to learn land- 
surveying. After spending about 
two years in mastering that busi- 
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ness, ]iis views underwent a change, 
and he repaired to Wolverton, for 
the purpose of learning the pro- 
fession of an engineer. This occu- 
pation he followed until he came of 
age, and he drove a locomotive en- 
gine on the London and North- 
Western Eailway for six months. 
It was his custom, after his day's 
work at Wolverton was done, to 
spend four or five hours in hard 
reading ; and his first Q-reek exer- 
cises were written with a piece of 
chalk inside the fire-box of a loco- 
motive engine. Eesolving to be- 
come a clergyman of the Church of 
England, he entered as a student at 
King's College, Castletown, in his 
native island, and studied there for 
three years. Doubts, however, came 
over Ms mmd respecting the truth 
of the doctrines in the Liturgy and 
Occasional Services and Catechism 
of the Church of England. These 
doubts ultimately produced in his 
mind the conviction that the bap- 
tismal doctrmes of the Establish- 
ment were at variance with Holy 
Scripture, and he became a member 
of the Baptist denomination He 
was appointed minister of Myrtle 
Street Chapel, Liverpool, in Jan , 
18-18, and soon became one of the 
recognised leaders of the Baptist 
body there and throughout the 
country. As a lecturer to the work- 
ing classes he is so successful that 
he collects an audience of between 

2.000 and 3,000 artisans on Sunday 
afternoons, and from 15,000 to 

25.000 copies of Ms lectures are 
sold. He has lectured frequently 
on various topics in most of the 
large towns in G-reat Britain and 
Ireland, and in not a few in the 
United States and in the Dominion 
of Canada. 

BEOWN, The Eev. James Bald- 
win, bom in the Inner Temple, 
London, Aug. 19, 1820, was educated 
at University College, London, 
studied for the bar at the Inner 
Temple ; subsequently studied for 
the ministry at Highbury College j 
became minister of London Eoad In- 


dependent Chapel, Derby, in 1843 ; 
minister of Clayland's Independent 
Chapel, Clapham Eoad, London, in 
1846. In 1870 he removed to a new 
church built by Ms congregation at 
Brixton. He is the author of 

Studies of First Principles,” 
" The Divine Life in Man,” The 
Soul's Exodus and Pilgrimage,” 
"The Divine Treatment of Sin,” 
"The Divme Mystery of Peace," 
"The Christian Policy of Life” 
(1869), "The Home Life in the 
Light of its Divine Idea,” which 
has passed through five editions ; 
" Household Sermons,” " The 
Higher Life : its Eeality, Ex- 
perience, and Destiny,” 1874; be- 
sides pamphlets and small publica- 
tions on the passmg topics of the 
day 

BEOWN, John G., figure painter, 
born in the north of England, Nov. 
11, 1831. He commenced Ms art 
studies at the age of eighteen, at 
first at Newcastle-on-Tyne, and 
afterwards spent a year at the 
Edinburgh JSoyal Academy. Ee- 
movmg to America in 1853 he en- 
tered the schools of the National 
Academy of Design in New York, 
and in 1856 opened a studio in 
Brooklyn, where he remained 
until 1860, when he transferred his 
studio to New York City. He was 
made an Academician in 1863, and 
was one of the founders of the 
Water-Colour Society, of wMch for 
some years he has been Vice-Presi- 
dent. His principal pictures are 

Curling in Central Park,” " The 
Longshoreman's Noon,” "Tough 
Customers,” "The TMiUing Mo- 
ment,” "The Passing Show,” "The 
Dress Parade,” " The Three (Scape) 
Graces,” and " Left Ms Money on 
the Piano." 

BEOW^, Egbert, Jtjn., F.S.A., 
born at Barton-upon-Humber, July 
6, 1844, is a son of Mr. Eobert 
Brown of that town. He was edu- 
cated at Cheltenham College, and 
is known as a writer on archaic 
religion, mythology, and astronomy. 
His works are " Poseid6n : a Link 
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"between Semite, Hamite, and 
Aryan/" 1872 ; " Tlie Great Drony- 
siak Mytk/" 2 vols., 1877-8 ; 
"The Eeligion of Zoroaster, con- 
sidered in connection with Archaic 
Monotheism,"" 1879 , " The Eehgion 
and Mythology of the Aryans of 
Northern Enrope,"" 1880 j "Lan- 
guage, and Theories of its Origin,"" 
1881 3 "The TJmcorn,"" 1881 5 “The 
Law of Kosmic Order,"" 1882 ; 
"Eridanus. Eiver and Constella- 
tion,"" 1883 Mr. Brown is a mem- 
ber of the Society of Biblical 
Archaeology, a Fellow of the Society 
of Antiquaries, and has contributed 
to Archceologittf the Academy, and 
other publications. He is a Solici- 
tor and Eegistrar of the County 
Court at Barton, 

BEOWN, The Eev. William 
HAia, LL.D., son of Thomas Brown, 
Esq., bom at Bromley, Middlesex, 
in 1823, was educated at Pembroke 
College, Cambridge, where he 
graduated in high honours in 18d6, 
proceeded M.A. in 1849, and LL L. 
in 1864. Having held for some time 
a fellowship and tutorship in his 
college and an assistant-mastership 
at Harrow, he became in 1857 Head 
Master of the Q-rammar School at 
Kensington, in connection with 
King"s College, London, and was 
elected Head Master of Charter- 
house School in 1863, on the retire- 
ment of the Eev. E. Elwyn. In 
1869 Dr. Brown published "Sei-tum 
Carthusianum flonbus trium seculo- 
rum contextum. Cur^ G-ulielmi 
Haig Brown, Scholss Carthusianse 
Archididascali."" 

BEO"WN-SEQXJAED, Edwabd, a 
jphysician and physiologist, bom in 
the island of Mauritius, 1818. He 
was educated in his native island, 
and in 1838 went to Paris to com- 
plete his medical studies. In 1840 
he received the degree of M.D. from 
the faculty of the Academy of Medi- 
cine. He has devoted his time since 
his graduation almost exclusively to 
an extended series of experimental 
investigations on important physio- 
logical topics, such as the condition 


and functions of the different consti- 
tuents of the blood, animal heat, the 
spinal column and its relations to 
diseases of the subject, the muscular 
system, the sympathetic nerves and 
ganglions, and the effect of the re- 
moval of the supra-renal capsules. 
He has visited England and the 
United States many times, deliver- 
ing in both countries short courses 
of lectures, and instructing private 
classes of physicians in his dis- 
coveries. He went to the United 
States to reside in 1864, and was 
appointed Professor of the Physio- 
logy and Pathology of the Nervous 
System at Harvard University, 
where he remained four years. Ee- 
turning to Prance in 1869,, he was 
appomted Professor in the Ecole de 
Medecine at Paris. He went back 
to the United States in 1873, began 
practice in New York, and with Dr 
Seguin commenced the publication 
of ArcMves of Scientific and Practical 
Medicine, but eventually returned 
to Paris, where he now lives. He 
has published many essays and 
papers giving the details of his dis- 
coveries, and also “Lectures on 
Paralysis of the Lower Extremi- 
ties,"" 1872 5 and " Lectures on 
Functional Affections,"" 1873, He 
has received several prizes from 
the French Academy of Sciences, 
and in 1878 was elected to the chair 
of medicine in that body. 

BEOWNE, The Eight Eev Ed- 
WAHD Harold, D.D., Bishop of 
"Winchester, youngest son of the 
late Col. Eobert Browne of Morton 
House, Bucks, born in 1811, was 
educated at Eton and at Emmanuel 
College, Cambridge, where he gra- 
duated as wrangler in 1832, ob- 
tained the Crosse Theological 
Scholarship in 1833, the first 
Hebrew Scholarship in 1834, and 
the Norrisian Prize for a theological 
essay in 1836. He became fellow and 
tutor of his college ; incumbent of 
St. James"s, and of St. Sidwell"s, 
Exeter, in 1841 5 was Vice-Princi- 
pal and Professor of Hebrew at St. 
David's College, Lampeter, from 
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1843 to 1849j when he was appointed 
Vicar of Kenwyn^ Cornwallj and 
Prebendary of Exeter. The vicar- 
age of Kenwyn he resigned for that 
of Heavitree^ Devonsmre, in 1857. 
In 1854 he was elected Norrisian 
Professor of Divinity in the Univer- 
sity of Cambridge, and in 1857 
Canon Residentiary of Exeter 
Cathedral, when he resigned the 
living of Heavitree. He was con- 
secrated Bishop of Ely in March, 
1864. After the death of Dr. 
Wilberforce he was, in Angnst, 
1873, translated to the see of Win- 
chester, and appointed prelate of 
the Order of the Garber. Dr. 
Browne has taken a warm interest 
in the " Old Catholic” movement in 
Germany, and attended the Con- 
gress of "Old Catholics” held at 
Cologne, in Sept, 1872. He pub- 
lished in 1850-53 an "Exposition 
of the Thirty-nine Articles,” in two 
volumes, since reprinted in one 
vol 8vo (9th edition, 1871), and 
re-edited for the use of the Ameri- 
can Church by Bishop William, 
of Middletown, Connecticut j two 
volumes of sermons preached before 
the University of Cambridge, one 
" On the Atonement and other Sub- 
jects,” in 1859 5 the other on " Mes- 
siah as Poretold and Expected,^^ in 
1862 i and a volume on the "Penta- 
teuch and Elohistic Psalms, in reply 
to Dr. Colenso,” in 1863. Bishop 
Browne is the author of articles in 
Aids to Faith,^' in Smith’s Dic- 
tionary of the Bible,” and in the 
" Speeder’s Commentary j ” and of 
various sermons, pamphlets, and 
charges. 

BROWNE, Frances, was born 
Jan. 16, 1816, at Stranolar, county 
Donegal, where her father was the 
village post-master. She lost her 
sight in infancy, but learned many 
of the lessons of her brothers and 
sisters, and ultimately mastered a 
considerable portion of Hume’s 
"England,” the "Universal His- 
tory,” some of Sir Walter Scott’s 
novels, " Pope’s Homer,” and 
"Childe Harold.” In 1840 she 


published " Songs of our Land ” 
(first printed in the Irish Penny 
Journal), followed by contributions 
to the Athenceum, Hood’s Magazine, 
the KeepsaJce, c&c,, and obtained from 
Sir Robert Peel a pension of ^£20 a 
year. In 1847 she removed from 
Ireland to Edinburgh. Whilst 
there she contributed to Chambers’s 
Journal and pubhshed a volume of 
poems (which she dedicated to Sir 
R. Peel), as well as Legends of 
Ulster,” and a tale entitled " The 
Ericksons.” In 1852 she removed 
to London, and has since contri- 
buted to the light literature of the 
day. In 1861 she published a kind 
of autobiography, under the title 
of "My Share of the World,” and 
in 1865 a novel called "The Hidden 
Sin.” 

BROWNE, The Venerable 
Robert William, M.A., Ph D., 
F.G.S., the eldest son of WiBiam 
Browne, Esq , of Kennington, Sur- 
rey, born Nov. 12, 1809 ; was edu- 
cated at Merchant Taylors’ School, 
whence he was elected Scholar and 
Fellow of St. JoWs College, Ox- 
ford, and graduated B.A. in 1831, 
taking double first-class honours 
Having been tutor of his college, 
curate of St. Michael’s, and select 
preacher in the University, he was 
appointed, in 1835, to the Profes- 
sorship of Classic^ Literature in 
Ring’s College, London ; and in 
1836 to the Assistant Preachership 
of Lincoln’s Inn. In 1843 he was 
made Chaplain to the Bishop of 
Lichfield ; in 1844, Senior Chaplain 
to the Forces in London ; in 1845 
a Prebendary of St. Paul’s; in 
1854, Examining Chaplain to the 
Bishop of Bath and Wells ; in 1860, 
Archdeacon of Bath, and Rector of 
Weston-super-Mare; and in 1863, 
Canon of Wells He resigned the 
rectory of Weston-super-Mare in 
1876, in which year he was elected 
an honorary Fellow of King’s Col- 
lege, London. Archdeacon Browne 
is the author of Histories of 
Greece and Rome ” in Gleig’s 
School Series, and of two elaborate 
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Histories of Greek and Roman 
Literature/' for whioli the degree 
of Ph.D. was conferred upon him 
by the University of Heidelberg. 
He translated the Ethics of Aris- 
totle^ with an introductory essay 
and notes, for Bohn's Classical 
Series, and is the author of several 
smaller works and sermons. He is 
married to the eldest daughter of 
the late Rev. Sir Charles Har^inge, 
Bart., niece of the late Viscount 
Hardinge, G.C.B. 

BROW'NE, Sib Thomas Gobe, 
K.C M.G., son of Robert Browne, 
Esq., of Idorton House, Bucks, and 
brother of the Bishop of Wm- 
chester, was bom in 1807. Enter- 
ing the army at sixteen, he served 
for many years with the 28th regi- 
ment, acted as aide-de-camp to Lord 
Nugent, Lord High Commissioner 
of the Ionian Islands, and was for 
some time Colonial Secretary. In 
1836 Major Gore Browne exchanged

*io the rescue of Gen. Nott and his 
••troops. During that war. Major 
Browne held the command of the 
41st, and also commanded the re- 
serve at the disastrous battle of 
Hykulzie, and, by forming a square 
when the van of the army had been 
broken, was enabled to repulse the 
enemy, and cover the retreat. He 
held the command of his regiment 
at the battles of Candahar, Ghuz- 
nee, Cabul, and during the march 
through the Rhyber pass, where he 
commanded the rear, and under 
Gen. M'GaskeU at the storming of 
the hill fort at Istaliff, the most 
daring action during the war. 
Major Gore Browne's gallantry and 
humanity were praised in the gene- 
ral's despatches, which were quoted 
in both Houses of Parliament, and 
for his services he obtained a lieu- 
tenant-colonelcy, and was made a 
C.B. On his return with his regi- 
ment from India he 


into the 21st, which he commanded 
until made Governor of St. Helena, 
in 1851. Erom St. Helena he went^ 
m 1854, to New Zealand. On the 
breaking out of the Maori war, in 
the last year of his government. 
Colonel Gore Browne showed a 
vigour which was denounced by 
some persons, but which was essen- 
tial in resisting the land league, 
and the Maori king movement. In 
1861 Colonel Browne, having com- 
pleted his term of office, was suc- 
ceeded in the government of New 
Zealand by Sir George Grey, and 
he himseH succeeded Sir Henry 
Young as Governor of Tasmania. 
He resigned the last-mentioned 
office in Jan., 1869, when he was 
created a Knight Commander of 
the Order of SS. Michael and 
George . Sir Thomas was appointed 
Governor of the Bermudas in July, 
1870, and resigned that post in 
1872. 

BROWNE, William Alex- 
ander Francis, LL.D., formerly 
Fellow of the Royal Society, Edin- 
burgh, and various other societies, 
was born near Stirling, in 1805, and 
studied medicine, with special refer- 
ence to mental diseases, in Edin- 
burgh, France, and Germany. In 
1834 he was appointed physician to 
the Montrose Lunatic Asylum ; and, 
four years afterwards, to the Royal 
Crichton Institution, Dumfries, 
which appointment he held till 
1857, when the Government made 
him a Commissioner in Lunacy for 
Scotland. Dr. Browne advocated 
the non-restraint system, and his 
work, " What Asylums were, are, 
and ought to bo," contributed 
largely to the reformation in the 
hospital treatment of the insane. 
His Annual Reports of the Royal 
Crichton Institution, his advocacy 
of the greatest possible liberty to 
the insane that could be consistent 
with safety, and his varied illus- 
trations of treatment by out-door 
amusements, concerts, &c., had a 
great effiect in convincing the pub- 
lic of the expediency of employing 
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kindness and moral influences in the 
treatment of lunatics. He was the 
first person in this country to give a 
systematic course of lectures on in- 
sanity^ and his numerous writings 
and essays have had a marked influ- 
ence upon the study of psychology 
as a branch of medical science. He 
was (1867) President of the Medico- 
Psychological Association; and in 
the same year he delivered a course 
of Lectures on Mental Diseases in 
Edinburgh University during the 
illness of Professor Laycock. In 
1870 he resigned the Commissioner- 
ship in Lunacy^ in consequence of 
impairment of vision. He is now 
again connected with the Crichton 
Institution as Psychological Con- 
sultant. 

BEOWNINQ-^ Egbert, poet and 
dramatist, was born in 1812, at 
Camberwell, Surrey, and educated 
at the University of London. His 
father’s family being dissenters, 
his mmd was tramed and his 
character formed under influences 
less peculiarly English than those 
to which youths are exposed in the 
great public schools and Univer- 
sities. At the age of twenty he 
went to Italy, and during his re- 
sidence in that country he diligently 
studied its medissval history, and 
became acquainted with the Hfe of 
the people. His first published 
attempt in poetry was "Pauline," 
a tale in verse, to which was ap- 
pended "Paracelsus" (1835), a 
dramatic poem — dramatic in form, 
at least — ^in which the principal 
character is the celebrated empiric 
and alchymist of the sixteenth cen- 
tury. This work did not attract 
general attention ; but among the 
discerning few it was welcomed as 
the production of a truly original 
mind, rich in performances, and 
richer still in promise. In 1837 
Mr. Browning’s tragedy of " Straf- 
ford" was presented on the stage 
in London, but it met wii^ very 
moderate success, in spite ^ of 
Macready’s masterly personification 
of the hero. In 1840 Mr. Browning 


published Sordello," a poem, the 
subject of which was drawn from 
the supposed life of the Proven 9 al 
poet, mentioned in the sixth canto 
of Dante’s " Purgatorio." The 
public pronounced this work to be 
an unintelligible rhapsody, and the 
author himself omitted "Sordello" 
from the edition of his collected 
poems. Between 1842 and 1846 
there appeared from his pen several 
successive numbers of a collection 
of dramatic and lyric poems, to 
which he gave the title of " Bells 
and Pomegranates." Among these 
was a tragedy of striking poetical 
power, caQed " A Blot on the 
Scutcheon," which was produced at 
Drury Lane Theatre in 1843, but 
without marked success. Another 
play of his, "The Duchess of 
Cleves," was subsequently brought 
out at the Haymarket, Miss Cush- 
man personating the heroine. In 
Nov., 1846, he married] Miss Eliza- 
beth Barrett, the distinguished 
poet (who died in 1861), and after 
his marriage he resided for some 
years in IMy, chiefly at Elorence, 
making occasional visits to Prance 
and England. In 1849 his collected" 
poems were published in two vols. 
in London, and reprinted in the 
United States. Pfis "Christmas 
Eve and Easter Day" (1850), a 
poem embodying his impressions 
of the religious and spiritual as- 
pects of the age, was followed by 
a collection of poems, entitled "Men 
and Women" (1855), one of the 
most powerful of his works. In 
addition to the above works, Mr. 
Browning has published Kmg 
Victor and King Charles ;" " Dra- 
matic Lyrics " Eetum of the 
Druses;” "Colombe’s Birthday;" 
" Dramatic Eomances ;" " The 
Soul's Errand;” a new volume of 
Poems (1864) ; " The Eing and 
the Book," 4 vols. ; " Balaustion’s 
Adventure, including a Transcrip- 
tion fromEuripides," 1871 ; " Prince 
Hohenstiel-Schwangau, Saviour of 
Society,” 1871; "Pifine at the 
Pair,” 1872; "Bed Cotton Night- 
Tsr 2 
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cap Country ; or. Turf and Towers/' 
1873 , and “Aristophanes' Apology/' 
including a Transcript from Euri- 
pides, being “ The Last Adventure 
of Balaustion," 1875, “The Aga- 
memnon of iEsehylus, transcribed," 
1877 j " La Saisiaz : the Two Poets 
of Croisic," 1878, “Dramatic Idyls," 
1879; and “ Joco-Seria," 1883. Mr 
Browning has specially cultivated 
the arts of music and painting, 
with the history of both of which 
he is minutely and widely ac- 
quainted. The honorary degree of 
I) C L. was conferred upon him by 
the University of Oxford in 1882. 
The “Browning Society," estab- 
lished in London, held its first 
meeting Oct. 28, 1881. According 
to its programme, This Society is 
founded to gather together some, 
at least, of the many admirers of 
Robert Browning, for the study 
and chscussion of his works, and 
the pubhcation of Papers on them, 
and extracts from works illustrating 
them. The Society will also en- 
courage the formation of Brown- 
ing Reading-Clubs, the acting of 
Browning's dramas by amateur 
- Companies, the writmg of a Brown- 
ing Primer, the compilation of a 
Browning Concordance or Lexicon, 
and, generally, the extension of the 
study and influence of the poet." 
The second edition, enlarged, of 
“A Bibliography of Rdbert Brown- 
ing, from 1833 to 1881," compiled 
by Mr. Erederick J, Purnivall, was 
published at London, in 1882. 

BRUCE, The Rev. John Col- 
LiNowooD, LL.D., P.S A., born at 
Newcastle in 1805, was educated at 
his father's school, at Mill Hill 
Grammar School, and at the Uni- 
versity of G-lasgow In 1826 he 
took the degree of M.A, and be- 
came LL.D. in 1853. In 1882 he 
received the degree of D.C.L. from 
the University of Durham. Though 
educated for the ministry of the 
Presbyterian Church, he did not 
enter orders, but joined his father 
in the management of his school. 
During the year 1881 he held the 


office of “Moderator" or Presi- 
dent of the Presbyterian Church 
of England. He has written “A 
Handbook of English History," 
which has gone through four edi- 
tions All the recent editions of 
the “Introduction to Geography 
and Astronomy," of which his 
father was the principal author, 
were prepared by him. In 1851 
he published an historical and 
descriptive account of the “ Roman 
Wall," in the north of England, 
a third edition of which appeared 
in 1866. Dr. Bruce, in 1856, pub- 
lished “The Bayeaux Tapestry 
elucidated," containing a copy, on 
a reduced scale, of the entire tapes- 
try. More recently he has pub- 
lished “A Handbook to Newcastle," 
and a “ Wallet Book " for the 
use of Pilgrims to the Roman 
Wall. He has edited for the So- 
ciety of Antiquaries of Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne the “Laiiidanum Sep- 
tcntrionale," a work in folio, which 
contains an account of all the 
monuments of Roman rule found 
in the North of England. This 
book was undertaken at the request 
of the late Algernon, fourth Duke 
of Northumberland, and is pro- 
fusely illustrated by the liberality 
of that nobleman and others. 

BRUCH, Max, musical composer, 
born at Cologne, Jan. 6, 1838, re- 
ceived his first musical instruction 
from his mother (nde Almenradcr), 
who was a highly esteemed teacher 
of music, and who often in her 
young days sang at the Rhenish 
musical festivals. At the age of 
eleven Bruch, then a puinl of Harl 
Breidcnstein, attempted composi- 
tions on a large scale, and at the 
age of fourteen he had already 
brought out a Symphony at Co- 
logne. From 1853 to 1857 he held 
the Mozart scholarship at Cologne, 
and in that capacity he was a 
special pupil of Ferdinand Hillier 
in the theory of music and com- 
position; and of Rarl Reinecke 
(till 1854), and of Ferdinand Breun- 
nung in playing the piano. After 
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a short stay in Leipzig^ lie resided 
from 1858 to 1861 ae musical teacher 
at Cologne, and was very assiduous 
in composing. On the death of his 
father, in 1861, he set out on an 
extensive tour of study, which 
after brief stays at Berlin, Leip- 
zig, Vienna, Dresden, and Munich, 
ended at Mannheim, where his opera 
Lorelei” (after the text written 
by Geibel for Mendelssohn) was 
produced in 1863 At Mannheim 
also, between 1862 and 1864, he 
wrote the chorus-works, ^'Frith- 
3 of,” " Romischer Triumphgesang,” 
"Q-esang der heiligen drei Konige,” 
and “ Flucht der heiligen Familie,” 
In 1864-65 he was again on his tra- 
vels, visiting Hamburg, Hanover, 
Dresden, Breslau, Munich, Brussels, 
and Paris. Then he brought out 
his Frith] of ” with extraordinary 
success at Aix-la-Chapelle, Leipzig, 
and Vienna. From 1865 to 1867 
he was musical director at Coblenz, 
and from 1867 to 1870 director of 
the court choir at Sondershausen. 
At Coblentz he wrote, among other 
things, his well-known first con- 
certo for the violin, and at Sonders- 
hausen two symphonies and portions 
of a Mass The opera Hermione,” 
which was produced in 1872 at 
Berlin, where Bruch resided from 
1871 to 1873, had only a succes d* 
estime. The chorus “Odysseus” 
likewise belongs to the period of 
the composer^s residence at Berlin ; 
After he had been five years (1873- 
78) at Bonn, devoting his time ex- 
clusively to composing “ Arminius,” 

“ The Song of the Bell,” and his 
second concerto for the violin, and 
after he had paid two visits to this 
country for the purpose of pro- 
ducing some of his works, he became, 
in 1878, on the resignation of Hock- 
hausen, Director of Stern's Singing 
Academy at Berlin; and in 1880 
he was nominated to succeed Sir 
Julius Benedict as Director of the i 
Philharmonic Society at Liverpool. 
In 1881 he married the vocalist. 
Miss Tuczek, of Berlin. In 1883 
it was announced that he intended 


to leave Liverpool and to go to Bres- 
lau as Director of the Music there. 
Undoubtedly Bruch is one of the 
most celebrated of modern Q-erman 
composers, and in the composition 
of choruses he ranks next to 
Brahms. His great works for 
mixed choruses, solos and orchestra, 
“ Odysseus,” “ Arminius,” and the 
“Song of the BeU,” as well as 
those for a male choir, “ Frithjof,” 
“ Salamis,” and “ Normannenzug,” 
are the chief productions of this 
composer. His first concerto for 
the violin is highly prized by all 
players of that instrument. The 
chief characteristic of the compo- 
sitions of this master is the ]oy 
and beauty of tone which he never 
sacrifices for the purpose of creating 
an effect. This principle separates 
him widely from the “ new Herman 
School,” and even puts him re- 
markably in relief as compared 
with Brahms. 

B R U 0- S C H, Heinrich Karl, 
Ph.D., a distinguished philologist 
and Egyptologist, who by his re- 
searches on the sub 3 ect of hiero- 
gl 3 phics has attained a European 
celebrity He was born at Berlm, 
Feb. 18, 1827, and before leaving 
the G-ymnasium evinced his fond- 
ness for Egyptological studies by 
a Latin treatise on the Demotic 
writing, 1847. His early publica- 
tions procured for him the patron- 
age of King Frederick William TV., 
under whose auspices he studied 
the monuments of Egyptian anti- 
quity in the museums of Paris, 
London, Turin, and Leyden. In 
1853 he made his first visit to 
Egypt, and was present at some 
of the important excavations con- 
ducted under the supervision of the 
French archaeologist, M. Mariette 
Returning to Berlin, he was ap- 
pointed Keeper of the Egyptian 
Museum there in 1854 In 1860 
he accompamed Baron Minutoli on 
his embassy to Persia, and after 
the death of the Baron he himself 
assumed the direction of the em- 
Subsequently he was ap- 
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pointed Ordinary Professor of 
Oriental Languages in tlie Univer- 
sity of Q-ottmgen; and in 1868 
ordinary public Professor in the 
Philosophical Faculty of the same 
university. In Sept,, 1869, Pro- 
fessor Brugsch. returned to Egypt 
and succeeded M. Mariette^ as 
Keeper of the Egyptian collections 
at Boulak. He received the title 
of Bey and afterwards that of 
Pasha. In Sept., 1881, he left 
Egypt in order to commence a 
course of lectures upon Egyptology 
at the University of Berlin. The 
Professor has published a " History 
of Egypt a '^Demotic Gram- 
mar a, Demotic and Hierogly- 
phic Dictionary;” ^'Materials for 
the Reconstruction of the Calendar 
of the Ancient Egyptians ; ” In- 
vestigations concerning the Old 
Egyptian Bi-lingual Monuments ; ” 

Recueil de Monumens Egyptiens 
dessines sur les lieux,” 4 vols. ; 
'' Rhind's Two' Hieratic and Demo- 
tic Bi-lingual papyri translated 
and published;” ^^The Geogra- 
phical Inscriptions of the Old 
Egyptian Monuments,” 4 vols. ; 

IRrwseberichte aus Egypten,” 
written during a journey under- 
taken in 1853 and 1854; "Reise- 
berichte aus dem Orient ; ” " Jour- 
ney to Asia Minor and the Penin- 
sula of Sinai; ” and numerous other 
learned works on the language, 
literature, and antiquities of 
Egypt. He took a leading part 
in the International Congress of 
Orientalists held in London in 
Sept., 1874. An English transla- 
tion of his '^History of Egypt 
under the Pharaohs, derived en- 
tirely from the Monuments,” was 
published at London, in 1879. 

BRUNSWICK, Duke of. {See 
William.) 

BUCCLEUCH (Duke of), Wal- 
ter Francis Montagu Douglas 
Scott, K.G., K.T., D.C.L., eldest 
son of the fourth duke, born Nov. 
26, 1806, was educated at St. John's 
College, Cambridge, where he gra- 
duated M.A. in 1827. Having suc- 


ceeded to the title whilst a minor, 
he never sat in the House of Com- 
mons. His grace, whose wealth 
gives him great influence, is High 
Steward of Westminster, a Gover- 
nor of the Charter-house, Lord 
Lieutenant of Midlothian and Rox- 
burghshire, and Captain of the 
Queen's Body-guard in Scotland. 
'B.e supports the Conservative party, 
and held the posts of Lord Privy 
Seal and Lord President of the 
Council in Sir Robert Peel's second 
administration in 1842-16. Well 
known as a generous patron of the 
arts and of literature, his grace 
received the honorary degree of 
D.C.L. from the University of 
Oxford in 1834 ; and the honorary 
degree of LL.D. from' the Univer- 
sity of Edinburgh, April 22, 1874. 
He was unanimously elected Chan- 
cellor of the University of Glasgow 
in succession to the late Sir Wil- 
liam Stirling Maxwell, April 24, 
1878. 

BUCHANAN, Isaac, formerly a 
member of the Canadian Parlia- 
ment and President of the Board 
of Trade in the city of Hamilton, 
was bom at Glasgow, Scotland, 
July 21, 1810, where he received 
his education. In 1831 he emigrated 
to Canada, and for many years took 
a leading part in the social and 
political movements of the Upper 
Province. His political opinions, 
which all hinge more or less upon 
the currency question, are set forth 
in a volume entitled, "The Rela- 
tions of the Industry of Canada 
with the Mother Country and the 
United States.” He took an ac- 
tive part in the suppression of 
the Canadian Rebellion in 1837, 
and urged on Lord Sydenham the 
settlement of the Clergy Reserve 
question. Elected for Toronto 
in 1841, he helped to secure respon- 
sible government for the people, and 
in procuring the reduction of the 
duty on Canadian wheat. In 1843 
he sup;^rted Lord Metcalfe's admi- 
nistration at the head of the Con- 
stitutional or Order party. Mr. 
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Buclianan at one time held a seat 
in the Executive Council of the 
Canadian G-ovemment (now the 
'^Dominion of Canada") His resi- 
dence IS in Hamilton, Ontario. 

BUCHANAN, Bobekt, poet, bom 
Aug 18, 1841, was educated at the 
High School and the University of 
Glasgow. His first work, "Under- 
tones," appeared in 1860, and was 
followed by "Idyls and Legends of 
Inverbum" in 1865, and "London 
Poems" in 1866. Mr. Buchanan 
edited "Wayside Posies," and trans- 
lated the Danish Ballads in 1866 
His later works are "North Coast 
Poems," 1867; "Napoleon Eallen* 
a Lyrical Drama," 1871 ; " The Land 
of Lome; including the cruise of 
the Tem to the outer Hebrides," 
1871 j "The Drama of Kings,” 1871 , 
"The Eleshly School of Poetry,” an 
attack on the poems of Mr. D. G. 
Eossetti and Mr. Swinburne, 1872 ; 
and "Master Spirits," 1873. Many 
years ago, his tragedy of "The 
Witchfinder" was brought out at 
Sadler’s Wells Theatre ; and a 
comedy by him, in three acts, enti- 
tled "A Madcap Prince," was acted 
at the Haymarket in Aug., 187 4. He 
has also contributed to the stage "A 
Nine Days’ Queen," in which his 
sister-in-law. Miss Harriett Jay, 
the novelist, first appeared as an 
actress; and dramatic versions of 
"The Queen of Connaught" and 
" Paul Clifford ’’ At the commence- 
ment of 1869, Mr. Buchanan gave 
in the Hanover Square Eooms a 
series of " Headings " of selections 
from his own poetical works. A 
collected edition of his poems was 
published in 3 vols., 1874. In 1876, 
Mr. Buchanan published his first 
novel, "The Shadow of the Sword," 
which has been since followed by 
"ACMld of Nature," 1879; "God 
and the Man," 1881; and "The 
Martyrdom of Madeline," a novel, 
1882. A new volume of poems, 
entiUed "Ballads of Life, Love, and 
Humour," and a "Selection" from 
his various poems, were issued 
simultaneously in 1882. His noveb 


^^Love me for ever," appeared m 
1883, and his comedy, " Lady 
Clare," was brought out at the 
Globe Theatre on April 12th in the 
same year. Mr. Buchanan has been 
for many years closely connected 
with the Qontemjpomry Review^ in 
which publication many of his poems 
and essays have first appeared. 

BtlCHN’EE, Ebederice: Charles 
Christian Louis, a German philo- 
sopher, bom at Darmstadt, March 
29, 1824, the son of a distinguished 
physician in that town. After a 
preliminary education, he was sent 
in 1843 to the Univei*sity of Gies- 
sen, where he studied philosophy, 
though he subsequently turned his 
attention to medicine at Strasburg, 
in compliance with the wishes of his 
family. He took his doctor’s de- 
gree at Giessen in 1848, and then 
continued his studies in the univer- 
sities of Wurzburg and Vienna. 
After practising medicine for some 
time in his native place, he settled 
at Tubingen, as a private lecturer, 
being also appointed Assistant 
Clinical Professor. He was de- 
prived of this position, however, by 
the authorities, in consequence of 
the philosophical doctrines pro- 
pounded in his famous book on 
"Force and Matter," 1855. He 
thereupon returned to Darmstadt, 
and resumed practice as a physician. 
In the work referred to-— which is 
entitled in German Kraft and 
Stoff ” (Frankfort, 1855 ; 8th edition, 
1864), and which has been trans- 
lated into most European lan- 
guages — ^Dr. Buchner explains the 
principles of his system of philo- 
sophy, which, he contends, is in 
harmony with the discoveries of 
modem science He insists on the 
eternity of matter, the immortality 
of force, the universal simultane- 
ousness of light and life, and the 
infinity of forms of being in time 
and space. Dr. Buchner has fur- 
ther explained his system in "Na- 
ture and Spirit" ("Natur und 
Geist"), 1859; "Physiological 
Sketches" ("Phis. Bilder"), 1861; 
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and “ISTature and Science” ("Natur 
nnd Wissenscliaft”)j 1862. He 
has also contributed to periodical 
publications various treatises on 
physiology^ pathology, and medical 
jurisprudence. 

bucking-ham: AND chanbos 

(Duke of). The Eight Hon. 
Eichard Plantagenet Campbell 
Temple Nugent Bridges Chan- 
Dos Grenville, Marquis of Buck- 
ingham AND Chandos, &c., was 
bom Sept. 10, 1823, and succeeded 
his father as third duke July 29, 
1861. He represented Buckingham 
from 181*6 to 1857; was a Junior 
Lord of the Tieasury in 1852; 
Keeper of the Princo of Wales’ 
Privy Seal, and Deputy Warden of 
the Stannaries. He was elected 
chairman of the London and North- 
Western Eailway Company in 1853, 
and resigned in 1856. His grace 
was appointed Lord President of 
the Council under Earl Derby’s 
third -administration, in July, 1860, 
and succeeded the Earl of Carnar- 
von as Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, March 2, 1867. He held 
the latter oflce until Mr. Gladstone 
^me into power in December, 1868. 
Hbr-July, 1875, he was appointed 
Governor of Madras, and he held 
that post till 1880. 

B tJ C K L E Y, Miss Arabella 
Burton, daughter of the Eev. 
J. W. Buckley, Vicar of St. Mary’s, 
Paddington, was born Oct. 21, 1810, 
at Brighton. For many years she 
acted as secretary to the well- 
known geologist. Sir Charles Lyell 
Miss Buckley is the author of A 
Sho 1 History of Natural Science,” 
“ 1 he Fairyland of Science,” "Life 
and her Children,” " The Winners 
in Life’s Eace,” and editor of the 
nmth edition of Mrs. Somerville’s 
" Physical Sciences.” 

BUCKMAN, James, F.L.S., 
F.G.S^ F.S.A., son of Mr. John 
Buckman, born at Cheltenham in 
1816, and educated at a private 
school, was appointed Curator and 
Eesident Professor at the Birming- 
ham Philosophical Institution m 


1816, and from 1818 to 1863 held 
the post of Professor of Geology 
and Botany at the Itoyal Agricul- 
tural College at Cirencestm*. At 
an early ago ho was articled to a 
sui'geon-apothecary at Cheltenham, 
and afterwards studied chemistry, 
botany, and geology m London. lie 
was for many years Hon. Secretary 
and Lecturer iit the Choltonhani 
Philosophical Institution, and he 
was presented with a handsome 
testimonial on leaving for Biriuuig- 
hain in 1816, He lias since received 
two valuable testimoniaJs, one from 
the inhabitants of <hr<'ne(‘.ster and 
Ills scientific friends, .and th<‘ 
from his pupils on resigning his 
appointment at the Koy.al Agricul- 
tural College. Professor Buckman 
is the author of " The Pittville 
Sjia, Cheltenham : Analysis of its 
Waters, Ac. ; ” " Chait of the Cot- 
teswold Hills ; ” " Our Triangle :

Ho 
has contriliuted stwiiral papers to 
the British Association for truj Ad- 
vancement of Science, and tt) the 
Geological Society ; many publislunl 
notes on Geology, !?5oology, and 
Botany, and several Prize Essays 
in the Journal of tlie Eoyal Agri- 
cultural Society; papers in the 
Bath and West of England Society’s 
Journal ; articles in Morton’s 
" Gyclopcsdia of Agriculture,” and 
articles (nearly 300) in the 
tural Gazette and other journals. 
Mr, Buckman has enriched Ciren- 
cester with a fine museum of Eoman 
antiquities, mostly collected by 
himself, and with a large collection 
of fossils. Tho former are deposited 
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in tlio Corinium Museum and tiie 
latter at the lioyal Agricultural 
College. Mr. Buclnnan occupies 
a large farm in Dorsetshire^ which 
is conducted upon model principles, 
and with such success that he has 
already received cups for his root- 
cultivation, and other prizes. For 
the last few years he has devoted 
himself to the study and illustra- 
tion of some of the more important 
agricultural questions which con- 
tinually arise, and there are few 
of the higher agricultural journals 
that have not articles from his pen. 

BUFFET, Louis Joseph, a 
French pohtician, born at Mire- 
com't (Vosges), Oct. 26, 1818, prac- 
tised as an advocate before the 
revolution of 1848, when, being 
returned as a representative of the 
people by the department of the 
Vosges, he voted as a rule with the 
old dynastic Left, which became 
the Eight of the Constituent As- 
sembly, and distinguished himself 
by his zealous opposition to 
socialism. He accepted the repub- 
lican constitution, and declared 
that General Cavaignac had de- 
served well of his country. After 
the election of Dec. 10, he gave in 
his adhesion to the Government of 
Louis Napoleon, who entrusted him 
with the portfolio of commerce and 
agriculture after the dismissal of 
M. Bixio. Both as minister and as 
representative he supported the 
party of order, but he refused to 
follow completely the pohey of the 
lillysee, and accordingly he quitted 
the Ministry with the late M. I 
Odilon Barrot, Dec. 31, 1819 Ee- | 
elected by his department, at the 
head of the poll, he exercised a 
great influence in the Legislative 
Assembly. After the crisis which 
followed the dismissal of General 
Changamier, he returned to office 
with M Leon Foucher, April 10, 
1851, and in that parliamentary 
cabmet he represented the ideas of 
the maj*ority. He resigned with 
his colleagues (Oct 14, 1851), when 
the President declared in favour of 


the withdrawal of the law of May 31. 
A few days later he was nominated 
a Chevalier of the Legion of Honour. 
After the coup of Dec. 2, 1851, 
M. Buffet dechned to accept any 
pubhc appointment for several 
years, except that of member of the 
Conseil-General for the canton of 
Thillot. In 1863, however, he came 
forward as an opposition candidate 
in the first circonscription of the 
Vosges, and was elected. M. Buffet 
quickly became one of the most 
prominent members of the Corps 
Legislatif, where he was one of 
the leaders of a "Tiers Parti," 
which endeavoured to reconcile 
Liberal reforms with loyalty to the 
dynasty. He was re-elected for his 
department in May, 1869, and in 
the short session which commenced 
in the following month, he greatly 
contributed to the victory of the 
Liberal centre, and was one of the 
promoters of the famous demand 
of interpellation, signed by 116 
deputies, which elicited the message 
and the project of the smatus con- 
suite, containing the promise of a 
return to parliamentary govern- 
ment. After the prolonged nego- 
tiations in connection with which 
} his name was so constantly men- 
tioned, respecting the formation of 
the first parliamentary ministry, 
M. Buffet became a member, as 
Finance Minister, of the cabinet 
formed by M. Emile OUivier, on 
Jan. 2, 1870. His financial policy 
gave general satisfaction ; but when 
M. OUivier consented to the plebis- 
cite, M. Buffet deemed it his duty 
to resign at the same time as his 
coUeague, M Durer (April 10). 
After the disaster of Sedan, and 
the revolution of Sept. 4, he retired 
for a short time into private life. 
However, at the elections of Feb 8, 
1871, he was returned by his de- 
partment — again at the head of the 
poU— to the National Assembly. 
M. Thiers offered him the portfolio 
of Finance, but he declined it, for 
fear of the susceptibilities which 
might be wounded on account of 
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his having held office under the 
Empire. M. Bnffet took his seat m 
the Right Centre, and soon assumed ^ 
an attitude of marked hostility , 
towards M. Thiers. On April 4, ■ 

1873, he was elected President of ' 
the National Assembly in the place ' 
of M. Grevy, resigned j and he was | 
re-elected to that office May 13, ' 

1874. He was again elected, and 
for the last time, to the same office, 
March 1, 1875, although at that 
date he was officially engaged in 
the formation of a new cabinet to 
replace the Ghabaud-Latour Minis- 
try. On March 10, 1875, M. Buffet 
was appointed Vice-President of 
the Council, and Minister of the 
Interior. While holding this office 
he made himself extremely ob- 
noxious to the Republican party. 
At the elections of Jan., 1876, he 
did not succeed in obtaming a seat 
in the Assembly, his candidature 
failing at Mirecourt, Bourges, Oas- 
telsarrasin, and Commercy He 
therefore resigned the Vice-Presi- 
dency of the Council of Ministers. 
On June 16, 1876, the Senate 
elected him a Life Senator by 144 
votes against 142. 

BHLLER, Colonel Sib Rblvebs 
Henbt, V.C., K C M.G., C.B., son 
of the late Mr. James Wentworth 
Buller, M.P., of Downes, Crediton, 
Devonshire, was bom in 1839, 
entered the 60th Rifles in 1858, and 
attained the rank of colonel in 
1879. He served successively in 
Ohma (1860), with the Red River 
expedition (1870), in the Ashantee 
war (1875), in the Kaffir war (1878), 
and in the war in Zululand (1878-9), 
where he greatly distinguished 
himself, and won the Victoria Cross. 
He was created a Knight Com- 
mander of the Order of SS Michael 
and George in Nov., 1882, for the 
services he rendered as Head of the 
Intelligence Department in Egypt. 

BULLOCK, The Rev. Chables, 
B D., was born in 1829, and edu- 
cated at St. Bee's College, Cum- 
berland He was ordained in 1855 
to the curacy of Rotherham, York- 


shire. He removed, in 1856, to 
Ripley, near Harrogate, and after- 
wards held the sole charge of Christ 
Church, Luton, in Bedfordshire. In 
1859 he became curate of St. Nicho- 
las', Worcester, of which parish the 
late Canon Havergal was rector; 
and on his retirement, in I860,’ 
Bishop Pepys appointed Mr. Bul- 
lock as his successor. He held this 
post for fourteen years, during 
which period the fine old churcli 
was restored, at a cost of more than 
oB3000, and a rectory house built. 
In 1874 he removed to Blackheath, 
in order to devote himself to the 
dissemination of pure literature. 
In recognition of his services in 
this direction the Archbishop of 
Canterbury conferred on him the 
degree of B.D. The magazines 
edited by him are The Fireside (first 
published in 1864), Home Words, 
which in its localized form is known 
throughout the country, and The 
Day of Days, for Sunday reading. 
In 1876 he founded Hand and Heart, 
as a penny illustrated Church of 
England newspaper. Recently its 
title has been changed to The 
Church Standard, as more in keep- 
ing with its distinctive features, 
Hand and Heart still appearing as 
a monthly social and temperance 
paper. Mr. Bullock has written

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BUNSEN, Egbert W ilhblm 
Ebebard, cliemist, bom March. 13, 
1811, at G-dttingen, where his 
father was professor of Occidental 
literatnrej studied in the university 
the physical and natural sciences, 
and completed his education at 
Paris, Berlin, and Vienna. Having 
taken his degrees for teaching che- 
mistry at Grottingen in 1833, he 
succeeded Wohler three years later 
as professor of this science in the 
Polytechnic Institution at Cassel. 
In 1838 he was appointed Assistant 
Professor in the University of Mar- 
burg I became Titular Professor in 
1841, then Director of the Chemical 
Institute In 1851 he passed to 
the University of Breslau, and in 
1852 to the University of Heidel- 
berg. Some years ago Professor 
Bunsen declined a call to Berlin 
which he received at the same time 
as Professor Kirchhoff, with whom 
he is the founder of stellar che- 
mistry. He has made many im- 
portant discoveries, and the charcoal 
pile which bears his name is in very 
extensive use. From the spectrum 
analysis down to the simplest mani- 
pulations of practical chemistry, his 
luminous discoveries ha'^ rendered 
the most distinguished services to 
the science which he adorns ; but 
he possesses at the same time the 
rare gift of being an eminent and 
most inspiring teacher, and his 
lessons are attended by students 
from England and all parts of the 
Continent. The University of Ley- 
den conferred on him the honorary 
degree of M.D. in Feb., 1875. In 
July, 1877, the University of Hei- 
delberg commemorated the 25th 
anniversary of Professor Bunsen’s 
election to the Chair of Experi- 
mental Chemistry. Students of 
all faculties joined in a torchlight 
procession, which was followed by 
the traditional symposium, while a 
deputation presented the congratu- 
lafions of the Academical Council. 
In Jan., 1883, he was appointed 
one of the eight Foreign Associates 
of the Paris Academy of Sciences. 


BUEDETT-COUTTS, The Eight 
Hon. Angela Georgina, Baroness, 
is the youngest daughter of the late 
Sir Francis Burdett, Baronet, and 
grand-daughter of Mr. Thomas 
Coutts. In 1837 she succeeded to 
the great wealth of Mr. Coutts, 
through his widow, once the fasci- 
nating Miss Mellon, who died 
Duchess of St. Albans. The exten- 
sive power of benefiting her less 
fortunate fellow-creatures thus con- 
ferred, the Baroness Burdett-Coutts 
has wisely exercised, chiefly by 
working out her own well-considered 
projects. A consistently liberal 
churchwoman in purse and opinions, 
her munificence to the Establish- 
ment is historical. Besides contri- 
buting large sums towards building 
new churches and new schools in 
various poor districts throughout 
the country. Miss Coutts erected 
and endowed, at her sole cost, the 
handsome church of St. Stephen’s, 
Westminster, with its three schools 
and parsonage ; and more recently, 
another church at Carlisle. She 
endowed, at an outlay of ^850,000, 
the three colonial bishoprics of 
Adelaide, Cape Town, and British 
Columbia j besides founding an es- 
tablishment in South Australia for 
the improvement of the aborigines. 
She also supplied the funds for Sir 
Henry James’s Topographical Sur- 
vey of Jerusalem; and offered to 
re^ore the ancient aqueducts of 
Solomon to supply that city with 
water — a work, however, which the 
Government promised to (but did 
not) fulfil. In no direction are the 
Baroness’s sympathies so fully ex- 
pressed as in favour of the poor and 
unfortunate of her own sex. The 
course taught at the national schools 
and sanctioned by the Privy Council 
included many literary accomplish- 
ments which a young woman of 
humble grade may not require on 
leaving school ; but the more fami- 
liar arts essential to her after-career 
were overlooked. By her ladyship’s 
exertions the teaching of common 
things, such as se'vying and other 
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liousehold occupations, was intro- 
duced. In order that the public 
grants for educational purposes 
might reach small schools in remote 
rural as well as in neglected urban 
parishes, Miss Coutts worked out a 
plan for bringing them under Gro- 
vernment inspection by means^ of 
travelling or ambulatory inspecting 
schoolmasters, and it was adopted 
by the authorities. Miss Coutts’s 
exertions, in the cause of reforma- 
tion, as well as in that of education, 
have been no less successful. For 
young women who had lapsed out 
of well-doing, she provided a shelter 
and a means of reform, in a Home 
at Shepherd's Bush Nearly half 
the cases which passed through her 
reformatory during the seven years 
it existed resulted in new and pros- 
perous lives in the colonies . Again, 
when Spitalfields became a mass of 
destitution. Miss Coutts began a sew- 
ing-school there for adult women, 
not only to be taught, but to be fed 
and provided with work j for which 
object Q*ovemment contracts are 
undertaken and successfully exe- 
cuted. Nurses are sent daily from 
this unpretending charity in 
Brown's Lane, Spitalfields, amongst 
the sick, who are provided with 
medical comforts ; while outfits are 
distributed to poor servants, and 
clothing to deserving women. In 
1859 hundreds of destitute boys 
were fitted out for the Royal Navy, 
or placed in various industrial 
homes. As a preliminary test of 
their fitness and characters, she had 
them first tried in a shoe-black 
brigade, which she established for 
the purpose. Many of these boys 
go into the army, and are in request 
as temporary porters at goods rail- 
way stations. In the terrible winter 
of 1861 the frozen-out tanners of 
Bermondsey were p-ided, and at the 
same time she suggested the forma- 
tion of the East London Weavers’ 
Aid Association, by whose assist- 
ance many of the sufferers from 
decaying trade were able to remove 
to Queensland. One of the black 


spots of London in that neighbour- 
hood, once known to and di’eaded 
by the police as Nova Scotia Oar- 
dens, was bought by Miss Coutts, 
and, upon that area of squalor and 
refuse, she erected the model dwell- 
ings called Columbia Square, con- 
sisting of separate tenements let at 
low weekly rentals to about two 
hundred families. Close to it is 
Columbia Market, one of the hand- 
somest architectural ornaments of 
North-Eixstorn London. In V letoria 
Park stands one of the handsomest 
drinking fountains in London j a 
simihxr work of art for the use of 
both man and boast adorns the 
entrance to the 55oological Cardens 
in Regent’s Park ; and a third 
stands near Columbia Market itself. 
Those, with a fourth presented to 
the City of Manchester, and at the 
opening of which the citizens gave 
her ladyship a most enthusiastic 
recej>tion, are all gifts to the public 
from tho same munificent donor. 
The IhironcHs taJees groat interest 
in judicious (‘migration. When a 
sharp cry of distress arose some 
years ago in the town of Girvan, 
111 {Scotland, she advanced a large 
sum to enable the starving families 
to seek bettor fortune in Australia. 
Again, the people of Cape Clear, 
Shirkin, close to Skibliereen, in 
Ireland, when dying of starvation, 
were relieved from the same source, 
by emigration, and by the estab- 
lishment of a store of food and 
clothing j by efficient tackle, and 
by a vessel to lielp thorn in their 
chief moans of livelihood — fishing. 
Miss Coutts materially assisted Sir 
James Brooke in improving the con- 
dition of the Byaks of Sarawak, and 
a model farm is still entirely sup- 
ported by her, from which the 
natives have learnt such valuable 
lessons in agriculture that tho pro- 
ductiveness of their co'untry has 
been ifiaterially improved. Taking 
a warm interest in the reverent 
preservation and ornamental im- 
provement of our town churchyards, 
and having, as the possessor of the 
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great titlies of the living of Old 
St. Pancras, a special connection 
with that parish, the Baroness, in 
1877, laid out the churchyard as a 
garden for the enjoyment of the sur^ 
rounding poor, besides erecting a 
memorialjsun-dial to its illustrious 
dead. In the same year, when ac- 
counts were reaching this country 
of the suJBferings of the Turkish and 
Bulgarian peasantry flying from 
their homes before the Eussian in- 
vasion, Lady Bra^dett-Coutts insti- 
tuted the Turkish Compassionate 
Fund, a charitable organization by 
means of which the sum of nearly 
^30,000, contributed in money and 
stores, was entrusted to the British 
Ambassador for distribution, and 
saved thousands from starvation 
and death. This is but an imper- 
fect enumeration of the Baronesses 
good works as a public benefactress. 
The amount of her private charities 
it is impossible to estimate. She is 
a liberal and discriminating pa- 
troness of artists in every dep^- 
ment of art j being herself accom- 
phshed in many of them. Her hos- 
pitality is as comprehensive as her 
charity, not only to the great world, 
but to the poor. The beautiful gar- 
dens and grounds of her villa at 
Brghgate are constantly thrown 
open to school children in thousands. 
In July, 1867, the Baroness received 
at Holly Lo^e one of the largest 
dinner parties upon record. Up- 
wards of 2,000 Belgian volunteers 
were invitedto meet the Prince and 
Princess of* Wales, and some five 
hundred royal and distinguished 
guests. All partook of her large 
and gracious hospitality with as 
much comfort and social enjoyment 
as if they had met at a small social 
gathering. In June, 1871, Miss 
Coutts was surprised by the prime 
minister with the offer from her 
Majesty of a peerage. The honour 
was accepted with the title that 
commences this memoir Her lady- 
ship was admitted to the freedom 
of the City of London, July 11, 1872, 
and to the freedom of the City of 


Edinburgh, Jan. 15, 1874. On Nov. 
1, 1880, the Haberdashers^ Company 
publicly conferred their freedom and 
hvery on the Baroness Burdett- 
Coutts in: recognition of her judi- 
cious and extensive benevolence and 
her munificent support of educa- 
tional, charitable, and religious in- 
stitutions, and efforts throughout 
the country. The Baroness was 
married on Feb. 12, 1881, to Mr. 
William Lehman Ashmead Bartlett, 
who obtained the royal licence to 
use the surname of Burdett-Coutts 
in addition to and before that of 
Bartlett. 

BUEBON, The Eight Eev. John 
Shaw, B.B., son of Mr. James 
Burdon, of Ulasgow, was born in 
1826, and educated at the Church 
Missionary College, Islmgton. He 
was a missionary in Shanghai from 
1852 till 1874, when he was ap- 
pomted Bishop of Victoria, Hong 
Kong, m succession to Br Alford. 
His episcopal jurisdiction extends 
over the Anglican congregations in 
South China and Japan. 

BUEGESS, The Eev. Henet, 
LL.B., of Glasgow, was bom in 
1808, and educated at the Bissent- 
ing College at Stepney, where he 
obtained a high standing in Hebrew 
and classical learning. After minis- 
tering to a Nonconfotmist congre- 
gation, he received orders from the 
lishop of Manchester in 1850. He 
held the perpetual curacy of Clifton 
Eeynes, Bucks, from 1854 to 1861, 
Was for some years editor of the 
Clerical Journal and the Journal of 
Sacred Literature, and is known as 
the author of some translations 
from the Syriac language, including 
two volumes of the Metric^ 
Hymns and Homilies of St. Ephrem 
Syrus, with Philological Notes and 
Bisseitations on the Syrian Metrical 
Church Literature,” 1835, and a 
translation of the Festal Letters 
of St. Athanasius,” 1852, a work 
which, after being long lost in the 
original Greek, was recovered in an 
ancient Synac version, and edited 
for the Oxford "Library of the 
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Fathers ” by the Eev. H. Gr. Wil- 
hams. Dr. Bixcgess^s other works 
are, " The Bible Society vindicated 
in its decision respecting the Bengal 
New Testament/" 1836; ^"The 
Country Miscellany/" 2 vols., 
1836-37 ; Truth or Orthodoxy : to 
which shall we Sacrifice ? "" 1848 j 
Poems/" dedicated to the Mar- 
chioness of Bute, 1850 ; ‘‘ The 
Amateur Gardener"s Year-Book/" 
1855 ; The Revision of Transla- 
tions of Holy Scripture ; "" ‘^"Luther, 
his Excellences and Defects/" 1857 . 
His later works are "The Reformed 
Church of England in its Principles 
and their Legitimate Develop- 
ment/" 1869; ‘"Essays, Biblical 
and Ecclesiastical, relating chicfiy 
to the Authority and Interpretation 
of the Holy Scriptures/" 1873 ; and 
“ Disestablishment and Disendow- 
ment/" 1876. Dr. Burgess also pre- 
pared the second edition of Kitto"s 
"" Cyclopaedia of Biblical Litera- 
ture/" He ceased to be editor of 
the Clerical Jowrnal at Christmas, 
1868, after having conducted it for 
fourteen years. His prmoipal 
modem work is " The Art of 
Preaching and the Composition of 
Sermons,"" 1881. In 1861 he was 
appointed by the Lord Chancellor 
to the vicarage of St. Andrew, 
Whittlesea, near Peterborough, in 
recognition of his services to theo- 
logical learning. Dr. Burgess is 
Ph.D. of Obttingen. 

BURGESS, John Baonoli>, 
A.R.A., was bom Oct. 21, 1830, at 
Chelsea, and received his artistic 
education at the Royal Academy, 
of which he was elected an Asso- 
ciate, June 18, 1877. Among his 
pictures are "" Bravo Toro ; "" "" The 
Presentation : English ladies visit- 
ing a Moor"s house,"" 1874 ; "" The 
Barber's Prodigy,"" 1875; "Feli- 
ciana: a Spanish Gipsy,"" 1876;

BURGON, The Vert Rev. John 
William, B.D , son of a merchant 
of London, was bom about 1819, 
entered Worcester College, Oxford, 
at a rather advanced ago, and 
graduated there in 1818, having 
gained the Newdogate prize for 
English verse (subject Petra) in 
1845. He was elected to a fellow- 
ship) at Oriel College in 1848. He 
became vicar of the parish of St. 
Mary the Virgin, Oxford (1863-76) 
and Professor of Divinity in Gre- 
sham College, London (1868). In 
Nov. 1875 lie was appointed Dean 
of Chichester in succession to the 
late Dr. Hook. Mr. Burgon took 
an active part in the movement for 
supplying rural labourers with reli- 
gious prints of good and tasteful 
design for their cottage walls ; and 
in the year 1870 he made a spirited 
attack on the Oxford lodging-house 
system. Before going to Oxford, 
he prepared a translation of the 
Chevalier Brbnstcd’s ""Memoir on 
the Panathenaic Vases,"' 1833 ; 
"" The Life and Times of Sir Thomas 
Gresham,"" chiefly compiled from 
his correspondence m the State- 
Paper Office, 1839. Since then he 
has published "" A Plain Comment- 
ary on the Four Gospels;"" ""Re- 
marks on Art with reference to tho 
University Studies ; "" "" Oxford Re- 
formers,"" 1854; ""A Century of 
Verses in honour of the late Rev. 
Dr. Routh,"" 1856 ; "" Historical 
Notices of the Colleges of Oxford,"" 
1857 ; a memoir of the late Patrick 
Fraser Tytler, Esq., under the title 
of a ""Portrait of a Christian 
Gentleman/" I8G1 ; "" Inspiration 
and Interpretation : Seven Sermons 
preached before the University of 
Oxford,'" being an answer to

The Lambeth Conference and the 
Encyclical,” 1867 ; Disestablish- 
ment, the Nation^s Formal Eejec- 
tion of God and Denial of the 
Faith,” 1868 ; “ England and 

Eome,” three letters to a convert, 
1869 ; The Eoman Council,” 1869 , 
" Protest of the Bishops against the 
Consecration of Dr. Temple,” 1870 , 
" Dr. Templets Explanation Exam- 
ined,” 1870, "The Last Twelve 
Verses of the Gospel accordmg to 
St. Mark Vindicated against Recent 
Critical Objectors and Established,” 
1872; "The Athanasian Creed to 
be retained m its Integrity, and 
Why ? ” 1872 ; " Plea for the Study 
of Divinity in Oxford,” 1875 , 
^^Home Missions and Sensational 
Religion : Humility,” two sermons 
ad clerurrij 1876 ; and " The Prayer- 
Book, a Devotional Manual and 
Gmde,” 1876. His two remarkable 
sermons, published early in Dec. 
1873, on " Romanizing within the 
Church of England ” — ^two months 
before Mr. Gladstone's sudden and 
singular dissolution of Parliament — 
may be said to have been the fore- 
runner of the Public Worship Regu- 
lation Act of 1874. 

BURKE, Sib John* Bernabd, 
C.B., LL.D., M.E.I.A., second son 
of the late John, and grandson of 
the late Peter Burke, Esq., of Elm 
HaU, county Tipperary, bom in 
London in 1815, was educated at 
the College of Caen, Normandy, 
and called to the bar at the Middle 
Temple in 1839. He edited (for 
many years m conjunction with his 
father, and since ms death solely) 
the Peerage” which bears his 
name, an invaluable work to the 
lawyer and the antiquary. Sir 
Bernard is the author of "The 
Commoners of Great Britain and 
Ireland,” afterwards published 
under the title of ^^The Landed 
Gentry,” a " General Armory,” 
"Visitation of Seats,” "Fandly 
Romance,” " Anecdotes of the 


Aristocracy,” " The Historic Lands 
of England,” " Vicissitudes of 
Families,” and " The Rise of Great 
Families.” He has written many 
other books on heraldic, historical, 
and antiquarian subjects. In 1853 
he was appomted to succeed the 
late Sir William Betham as Ulster 
King of Arms, and Knight At- 
tendant of the Order of St. Patrick ; 
in 1854 he received the honour of 
knighthood, in 1862 the University 
of Dublin conferred upon him the 
honorary degree of LL.D. ; and on 
Dec. 7, 1868, he was created a Com- 
panion of the Bath He was ap- 
pointed the successor of the late 
Chief Baron Pigott as Governor of 
the National Gallery of Ireland in 
Oct. 1874. 

BURKE, The Rev. Thom:a.s N., 
was bom in the town of Galway, Ire- 
land, in 1830. At the age of seventeen 
he went to Rome and from thence 
to Perugia, where he entered the 
Order of St. Dominic, commencing 
his novitiate and the study of philo- 
sophy. From Perugia he was again 
sent to Rome, where he studied ideo- 
logy at the College of the Minerva 
and Santa Sabina. After having 
thus spent five years in Italy he was 
sent by the superior of his Order to 
England, where he was ordained 
priest. He spent four years on the 
English mission in Gloucestershire, 
and was then sent to Ireland to 
found a novitiate and house of 
studies for his Order at Tallaght 
near Dublin. This he successfully 
accomplished, and for the ne::rt 
seven years he was busily employed 
in the care of the new establish- 
ment and in giving missions in dif- 
ferent parts of Ireland. He was 
next sent to Rome as Superior of the 
monastery of Irish Dominicans at 
San Clemente. After the death of 
Cardinal Wiseman, Father Burke 
succeeded Dr. Manning as preacher 
of the Lenten Sermons in English 
in the church of Santa Maria del 
Popolo. He continued to preach 
these sermons for five years. After 
his return to Ireland he was at- 
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tached to St. Saviour’s Dominican 
Church in Dublin. In 1872 he 
visited the United States^ having 
been appointed visitor to the houses 
of the Dominican community on the 
American continent. He delivered 
sermons and lectures in all parts of 
the Union and acquired extraordi- 
nary popularity as an orator His 
celebrated series of lectures in an- 
swer to Mr. Froude the historian 
on the relations between England 
and Ireland caused much excite- 
ment and produced an animated 
controversy. The first of these lec- 
tures was delivered Nov. 12, 1872, 
in the Academy of Music, New York 
Father Burke has since returned to 
his native country. His works are . 

English Misrule in Ireland,” a 
course of lectures in reply to Mr. 
Froude, 12mo, New York, 1873 j 
" Ireland’s Case stated in Eeply to 
Mr. Froude,” New York, 1873; 
“ Lectures and Sermons,” New 
York, 1873 ; " Lectures on Faith 
and Fatherland,” 1874. 

BUEMEISTEE, HESiytANN, natu- 
ralist, was born at Stralsund, Prus- 
sia, Jan. 15, 1807. While a student 
of medicine at Halle, he was en- 
couraged by Professor Nitzch to 
study zoology, and particularly en- 
tomology. Becoming a doctor in 
1829, he made his first appearance 
as an author in the domain of natu- 
ral history, with a ^'Treatise on 
Natural History,” published at 
Halle in 1830. On the death of 
Professor Nitzch, in 1842, he suc- 
ceeded him in the chair of zoology 
in the University of Halle. He 
has written numerous articles on 
zoological subjects in the scientific 
journals of Oermany ; several mono- 
graphs in a distinct form, such as 
'^The Natural History of the Ca- 
landra Species,” pubhshed in 1837, 
and a Manual of Entomology.” 
Professor Burmeister has occupied 
himself in disseminating correct 
notions of geology among the edu- 
cated classes ; and with this view 
delivered a series of lectures, which 
were well attended. They were col- 


lected and published in two works, 

" The History of Creation,” Leipsic" 
1843, and G-eological Pictm^es of 
the History of the Earth and its In- 
habitants,” 1851, both of which were 
well received. During the revolu- 
tionary fervour of 1848, Professor 
Burmeister was sent by the city of 
Halle as Deputy to the National 
Assembly, and subsequently by the 
town of Leignitz to the first Prus- 
sian Chamber. He took his place 
on the Left, and remained until the^' 
end of the session, when, on account 
of failing health, he was obliged to 
demand leave of absence, which he 
turned to account by two years’ 
travel in the Brazils, and he pub- 
lished “ The Animals of the Brazils,” 
1854-66. On his return to Europe 
he resumed his post in the Uni- 
versity of Halle. In 1861 he re- 
signed his chair and repaired to 
Buenos Ayres, where he became 
Director of the Museum of Nateal 
History founded by himself, and in 
1870 Curator of the newly estab- 
lished University of Cordova. 

BUENA BY, LlEtTT.-COLONBL 
Fbederick, Commanding Eoyal 
Horse Guards, son of the late Eev. 
G. Burnaby, by Harriet, sister of 
the well-known Harry Villebois, 
Esq., of Marham House, Norfolk, 
was born at Bedford, March 3, 1842, 
and received his education at Har- 
row School and in Germany. He 
entered the Eoyal Horse Guards, 
Blues, Sept. 30, 1859. So passion- 
ately fond was he of fencing and 
gymnastics that he became very 
muscular at the expense of his vi- 
tality and broke down. He was 
now recommended to travel, and ac- 
cordingly visited South America, 
Central Africa, and most parts of 
Europe. In 1875 he determined to 
go to Khiva, although the journey 
was beset by almost insurmountable 
obstacles. Captain Burnabjr was 
exceptionally qualified for this par- 
ticular journey by his acquaintance 
with the Eussian and Arabic lan- 

S iB, and he was, besides, as 
at home on a camel as in a

canoe, a sledge, or a "balloon — as in 
a railway carriage or a steamer. 
Moreover, lie delighted in grappling 
with a difficulty, and his determina- 
tion to penetrate Central Asia was 
much stimulated by the assurance 
that it was impossible. At more 
than one station the passage of 
foreigners was absolutely prohi- 
bited, and he only got through by 
his tnowledge of the language or 
the inability of the inspectors to 
read his passport. On arriving at 
Kazala, near the mouth of the Syr 
Daria, he was allowed by the com- 
mandant to proceed, it being as- 
sumed that he would go at once to 
the fort of Petro-Alexandrovsk, near 
the river Oxus, in the territory 
lately acquired by Bussia. Had he 
done so he would never have reached 
the capital ; but suspecting this, he 
made a ddiour, crossed the Orus 
into the Khanate, and found his 
way to the capital. He had in- 
tended to proceed thence to Bo- 
khara, but his further progress was 
arrested by a message from the 
Bussian authorities ^'inviting” him 
to recross the river and go to Petro- 
Alexandrovsk, where he found a 
telegram awaiting him from the 
Duke of Cambridge, Field-Marshal 
Commanding- in -CMef, requiring 
his immediate return to European 
Bussia. In tbe winter of 1876-/7, 
Captain Burnaby went on horse- 
back through Turkey in Asia and 
all the way from Scutari to Khoi in 
Persia, returning by Kars, Ardahan, 
Batoum, and Trebizond, to Con- 
stantinople. He was military -cor- 
respondent of the Times with the 
army of Don Carlos in Spain. At 
the general election of 1880 Major 
Burnaby contested Birmingham in 
the Conservative interest j and, al- 
though his opponents included two 
gentlemen, Messrs. J. Bright and 
Chamberlain, who were afterwards 
Cabinet Ministers, yet no fewer than 
15,716 votes were given in his fa- 
vour. liieut.-Colonel Burnaby was a 
member of the Council of the Aero- 
nautic Society of G-reat Britain, and 


he has made 19 balloon ascents, 
being on several occasions unac- 
companied by any professional aero- 
naut. In March, 1882, he ascended 
alone in the "Eclipse” balloon, 
from Dover, and, after some vicissi- 
tudes in mid-air, descended near 
Chateau de Montigny, near Enver- 
meu, in Normandy. His works are : 
"A Bide to Khiva ; Travels and 
Adventures in Central Asia. With 
Maps and an Appendix, containing, 
amongst other information, a series 
of March-Boutes, translated from 
several Bussian works j” 3rd ed. 
Lond., 1876 ; " On Horseback 

through Asia Minor,” 1877 ; 7th ed. ; 
and "A Bide across the Channel, 
and other Adventures in the 
Air,” 1882. A brief account of 
the life of Lieut.-Colonel Bur- 
naby, written by Mr. B. K. Mann, 
has lately been published. 

BUBNAND, Francis Cowley, 
born in 1837, and educated at Eton 
and Trinity College, Cambridge, 
was called to the bar in 1862. Mr. 
Burnand, who is the author of 
about a hundred dramatic pieces, 
principally burlesques, is on the 
Punch "staff,” for which periodical 
his chief workhas been the now well- 
known serial "Happy Thoughte.^^ 
Bis burlesque of Douglas Jerrold's 
nautical drama, "Black-eyed Su- 
san,^' achieved a ^^run^^ of 400 
consecutive nights at the Boyalty 
Theatre, Dean Street, Soho. In 
1879 he published " The ^ A.D.C.' ; 
being Personal Beminiscences of 
the University Amateur Dra- 
matic Club, Cambridge,*” and in 
July, 1880, he became editor! of 
Pwnch on the death ^of Mr. Tom 
Taylor. 

BTJBNETT, Mrs. Frances, n 4 e 
Hodgson, bom at Manchester, Eng- 
land, Nov. 24, 1849. There she 
passed the first fifteen years of her 
life, acquired her education, and 
gained her knowledge of the Lanca- 
shire dialect and character. At the 
close of the American Civil War re- 
verses of fortune led her parents to 
leave England for America, where 
Q 
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they settled at KnoxviILe, Tennessee. 
She has contributed several love- 
stories to American magazines. In 
1872 her dialect story, “ Surly Tim's 
Trouble/' was published in Scrib- 
ner's Monthly (now The Century), 
and in book form in 1877 '' That 

Lass o' Lowrie's" was first pre- 
sented, serially, in Scribner, and its 
remarkable popularity demanded 
its immediate separate issue, 1877 . 
In 1878-79 some of her earher 
magazine stories were reprinted, 
viz., Kathleen Mavourneen," 
Lindsay's Luck," ^'Miss Cres- 
pigny," " Pretty Polly Pember- 
ton," and Theo." Since then she 
has published three new stories, 
'^Haworth's," 1879, Louisiana,” 
1880 ; A Pair Barbarian," 1881 ; 
and a fourth, now running in 
The Century, ''Through One Ad- 
ministration," will appear shortly. 
Miss Hodgson was married in 1873 
to Dr. Burnett, and she now resides 
at Washington, D.O. 

BURNOUP, ^3mile Louis, philo- 
logist, born at Yalognes, Manche, 
Aug. 25, 1821, was a pupil at the 
Lycee, Saint-Louis j being received 
into the Normal School in 1841, 
took his degree of Doctor-in-lefcters 
in 1850, and was appointed Profes- 
sor of Ancient Literature to the 
Paculty of Nancy. Afterwards he 
was Director of the Prench School 
at Athens, a post which he vacated 
in 1875. In 1878 he received the 
title of Honorary Director of the 
School at Athens. He is the author 
of the following theses and works ; 
— " Des Principes de I'Art d'apr^s 
la m^thode et les doctrines de 
Platon;" "De Neptuno ejusqLue 
Cultu, pr 80 sertim in Peloponneso " 
(1850, theses) ; a translation, "Ex-

Science des Religions," 3rd ed., 
1876; "L'Indigo Japonais," 1874; 
and “La Mythologie des Japonais/' 
1878. 

BURROWS, Sir George, Bart., 
M D., D.C.L., LL.D., P.R.S., is a 
son of the late George Manns Bur- 
rows, M.D , P.R.C.P., and was 
educated at Gains College, Cam- 
bridge, where he graduated B.A. as 
10th Wrangler in 1823, being im- 
mediately afterwards elected Pel- 
low and Mathematical Tutor of his 
college. He took the degree of 
M.B. in 1826, that of Licentiate m 
Medieme in 1829, and that of M.D. 
in 1831. In 1832 he became a 
Pellow of the Royal College of 
Physicians, of which institution 
he afterwards became the Presi- 
dent, being elected for the fifth 
time in March, 1875. He resigned 
the office of President in 1876. 
He held successively the Guls- 
tonian, Croonian, and Lumleian 
lectureships; has been four times 
elected censor, and five times a 
member of the College Council; 
and was the representative of the 
Royal College of Physicians in the 
General Medical Council of Great 
Britain, of which important body 
he was the President for five years. 
He is a member of the Senate of 
the University of London ; and he 
was formerly President of the Royal 
Medico - Chirurgical Society. He 
obtained the appointment of Phy- 
sician to St. Bartholomew's Hos- 
pital in 1834, long held the Lecture- 
ship on the Principles [of Medicine 
in that medical school, and is con- 
sulting Physician to St. Bartho- 
lomew's Hospital. In July, 1870, 
he was appointed one of the Phy- 
sicians-Extraordinary, and in Nov., 
1878, one of the Physicians in 
Ordinary, to Her Majesty the 
Queen. He was created a Baronet 
in Peb., 1874, on the recommenda- 
tion of Mr. Gladstone, who desired 
to pay a compliment to the medical 
profession through one of its most 
distinguished members. Sir George 
BurrQws contributed to the "In-« 
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"brary of Medicine the articles on 
" Haemorrhage,” and several papers 
on professional subjects to the ife- 
dical Gazette, Medical Times, and to 
" The Transactions of the Medieo- 
Chirurgical Society.” He is the 
author of a learned work on " The 
Cerebral Circulation and the Con- 
nection of Diseases of the Heart 
and Brain.” Sir G-eorge married a 
daughter of the celebrated John 
Abernethy. (She died March, 
1882.) 

BXJEEOWS, Montagit, E.H , 
M.A., third son of Lieut.-General 
Burrows, was born at Hadley, Mid- 
dlesex, Oct. 27, 1819, and educated 
at the Eoyal Naval College, Ports- 
mouth, where he obtained the 

First Medal ” in 1834. He served 
continuously in the Eoyal Navy till 
he obtained the rank of Commander 
in 1852, and became a retired Cap- 
tain in 1867. He matriculated at 
Oxford University, 1853 j took the 
degree of M.A. there, and that of 
Hon. M.A. of Cambridge, in 1859 j 
was elected to the Chichele Pro- 
fessorship of Modem History in 
1862 , became a Fellow of All 
Souls in 1870 ; and member of the 
Hebdomadal Council of his Uni- 
versity in 1876. Durmg his service 
in the navy he was engaged in 
several actions with Malay pirates, 
under Captain Chads, and received 
medals from the English and 
Turkish Governments for the cap- 
ture of St. Jean d'Acre in 1840. 
He was made Commander for his 
services in H.M.S. Bancellent, He 
is the author of " Pass and Class . 
an Oxford Guide-book through the 
courses of Literae Humaniores, Ma- 
thematics, Natural Science, Law, 
and Modern History,” Srd edition, 
1866 ; Constitutional Progress, a 
series of Lectures delivered before 
the University of Oxford,” 1869; 
''A Memoir of Admiral Sir H. 
Chads, GC.B.,” 1869; « Worthies 
of AH Souls : Four Centuries of 
English History illustrated from 
the College Archives,” 1874 ; ^^Par- 
liament and the Church of Eng- 


land,” 1876 ; Imperial England,” 
1880; "Oxford during the Com- 
monwealth ” (Camden Society), 
1881; '^WidiPs Place in History,” 
1882. He married, in 1849, klary 
Anna, daughter of Sir James W. S. 
Gardiner, Bart., of Eoche Court, 
Hants. 

BUET, Thomas, M.P., was born 
Nov. 12, 1837, at Murton Eow, near 
Percy Main, Northumberland, being 
the son of Peter Burt, a coal-miner. 
While he was yet a child, seventeen 
months old, his parents went to 
Whitley, whence they had to re- 
move about a year afterwards, when 
the pit was thrown out of gear by 
an explosion. Their next place of 
abode was New Eow, Seghill, now 
styled Blake Town, where they re- 
mained five years, and at a later 
period they settled at the Seaton 
Delaval coUiery Young Burt, who 
had been working in the coal-pits 
from an early age, here began that 
course of self-culture which has 
gone so far to supply the deficiencies 
of his previous education. In 1860 
he removed to Choppington, and 
married Mary, daughter of Thomas 
Weatherburn. In 1865 he was 
appointed Secretary to the North- 
umberland Miners' Mutual Asso- 
ciation. In this caps city he rendered 
himself so popular among the miners 
that it was determined to nominate 
him, as the working class candidate 
for the representation of Morpeth 
at the general election of Feb., 1874. 
He was returned by 3332 votes 
against 585 given for Captain Dun- 
can, the Conservative candidate. 
The Northumberland miners have 
voluntarily taxed themselves to the 
extent of ^8500 a year, in order to 
supply him with ttie means of sup- 
porting the honour of a seat in the 
House of Commons. In June, 1880, 
he was elected a member of the 
Reform Club by the Political Com- 
mittee, under the rule empoweriag 
the body to elect two candidates 
in each year for marked and 
obvious services to the Liberal 
I cause. Mr. Burt presided over the 
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Miners" Conference, lield at Man- 
oliester in Sept., 1882. 

B TJ E T 0 N, Captain Eichabd 
!Fbancis, son of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Joseph Netterville Burton, of Tuam, 
Q-alway, was horn in 1821. He be- 
gan life at Oxford, and was destined 
for the Church, but he yearned so 
much after military service that 
his father procured him a commis- 
sion in the Indian Army, and sent 
him out to India in 1842 at the end 
of the Affghan War. He was nine- 
teen years in the Bombay Army, 
eight years in active service, chiefly 
on the staff of Sir Charles Napier, 
who soon discovered his merits, and 
turned them to account. He quickly 
passed examinations in eight Orien- 
tal languages — Hindostani, Persian, 
Arabic, and others. He now speaks 
and knows thoroughly twenty-nine 
languages, both European and 
Oriental, not counting dialects. As 
a horseman, swordsman, and shot, 
he became unsurpassed, and re- 
ceived from Prance a hr&uH de po%nie 
for his swordsmanship. He pub- 
lished in 1863 a system of bayonet 
exercise, which was adopted by 
the Horse Ouards. Luring the 
times when he was not on active 
service he was serving his country, 
humanity, science, and civilization 
in other ways, by opening up lands 
hitherto unknown. He made an 
expedition to Mecca and Medina in 
1863. His talents for mixing with 
and simulatmg natives of all coxm- 
tries, but especially Oriental cha- 
racters, and of becoming as one of 
themselves, without anyone ever 
doubting his origin; his perfect 
knowledge of their language, and 
his being gifted by nature with an 
Arab head and face, favoured his 
first great enterprise. He next 
explored Harar, in Moslem Abys- 
sinia, and went to Somali-Land, in 
East Africa. He commanded the 
expedition, takmg with him the 
gallant Speke and Lieutenants 
Heme and Stroyan. The explorers 
were attacked in the night hy the 
natives. AH fought their way 


bravely through the enemy; Cap- 
tain Burton and Captain Speke 
were both desperately wounded, 
and poor Stroyan was killed, while 
Herne’s fate was to he untouched. 
In the Crimea he was chief of the 
staff to General Beatson, and he 
was the principal organiser of the 
irregular cavalry. Lord Palmer- 
ston was going to send Captain 
Burton to raise a large body of 
Kurdish horse, when peace was 
proclaimed. In 1856 he set ont for 
his great explorations of the lake 
regions of Central Africa, again 
taking with him his comrade m 
arms and travel, Speke, who was 
afterwards in his turn commander 
of a subsequent expedition with 
Grant. Then it was that Burton 
discovered Tanganyika. The ex- 
pedition was absent three years 
In 1860 Bui-ton went to the United 
States, visited California and Salt 
Lake City, and travelled dimng 
that expedition 26,000 miles. In 
1861, when the Indian Acmy 
changed hands his military career 
terminated. The same year Earl 
Bussell sent him to Pernando Po, 
on the West Coast of Africa. The 
Bight of Biafra, GOO miles in extent, 
was his jurisdiction. He did good 
service here for three years. He 
thoroughly explored from Bathurst, 
on the Gambia, down to San Paulo 
de Loanda, in Angola, marched up 
to Abeokuta, and ascended the 
Cameroon Mountains. He visited 
the cannibal Mpangwe, the Fans 
of Lu Chaillu; he wont to Benin 
City, unknown to Europe since the 
death of Belzoni ; he ascended the 
Congo Eivor, and explored the Tel- 
lalah Eapids, the Elephant Moun- 
tains, and the whole lino of lagoons 
between Lagos and the Volta rivers. 
Then he was sent on a dangerous 
mission — a throe months^ mission to 
the King of Lahomey, with pre- 
sents, to induce King Gelele to 
abohsh his '' customs.”" Captain 
Burton was then transferred to Sdo 
Paulo (Brazil), where he was active 
and useM for four years^ both on 
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tlie coast and in the interior. He 
thoroughly explored his own pro- 
vince, which is larger than France, 
the gold and diamond mines of Minas 
Geraes, canoed down the great 
river San Francisco, 1500 miles, 
visited the Argentine Republic, 
the Rivers La Plata and Paraguay, 
for the purpose of reporting to the 
Foreign Office the state of the Para- 
guayan War. He crossed the Pam- 
pas and the Andes to Chili and 
Peru, and visited all the Pacific 
Coast Returning by the Straits 
of Magellan, Buenos Ayres, and Rio 
to London, he found himself ap- 
pointed to Damascus. While hold- 
ing that position he explored various 
parts of Syria In 1871 the consu- 
late of Damascus was reduced to a 
vice-consulate, and Captain Burton 
was recalled. In 1872 he set out 
for Iceland, and thoroughly studied 
and explored it, returning the same 
year to fibad himself posted at 
Trieste. In 1876 Captain Burton 
visited Midian, and wrote an ac- 
count of his travels in that country. 
At the close of the year 1877 he 
started again for Midian, purposing 
to organise a new exploration and 
partial exploitation of the mines 
which he discovered there. The 
second expedition left Suez, Dec. 
10, 1877, and returned there on 
April 10, 1878. During four months 
of Jiard travelling and voyagi^ 
they lost only one soldier, who died 
of fever. They brought home some 
twenty-five tons of geological speci- 
mens to illustrate the general geolo- 
gical formation of the land; six 
cases of Colorado and Negro ore; 
five cases of ethnological and an- 
thropological collections — such as 
Midianite coins, inscriptions in 
Nabathean and Cufic, remains of 
worked stones, fragments of smelted 
metals, glass and pottery ; upwards 
of 200 sketches in oil and water 
colours, photographs of the chief 
ruins, including catacombs, and of 
a classical temple, apparently of 
Greek art; and, fihally, maps and 
plans of the whole country, includ- 


ing thirty-two ruined cities, some 
of whose names can be restored by 
consulting Strabo and Ptolemy, be- 
sides sketches of many ateliers 
where perambulating bands like the 
gipsies of ancient and modem times 
seem to have carried on simple min- 
ing operations. The caravan con- 
sisted of eight Europeans, three 
Egyptian officers of the staff and 
two of the line, twenty-five soldiers 
and thirty miners, ten mules, and 
about one hundred camels. In 1882 
Captain Burton and Commander 
V. L. Cameron undertook a journey 
of exploration in the country lymg 
at the back of the Gold Coast Colony. 
Captain Burton has written some 
thirty volumes, which describe 
his travels. Among them are : 
‘^The Lake Regions of Central 
Africa;" '^Abeokuta; or, an Ex- 
ploration of the Cameroon Moun- 
tains," 1863; "A Narrative of a 
Mission to the Ring of Daho- 
mey," 1864; Explorations of the 
Highlands of the Brazil, with a full 
account of the Gold and Diamond 
Mines , " also, Canoeing down 1500 
miles of the great river Sao Fran- 
cisco, from SabarJb to the Sea," 2 
vols., 1868; "Yikram and the Vam- 
pire, or tales of Hindu Devilry," 
1869; “Zanzibar, City, Island, and 
Coast," 2 vols., 1872 ; and (in colla- 
boration with Mr. Charles F. Tyr- 
whitt Drake) “Unexplored Syria: 
Visits to the Libanus, the Tulul el 
Safa, the Anti-Libanus, the Northern 
Libanus, and the 'Alah," “Two 
Trips to Gorilla Land and Cataracts 
of the Congo," 2 vols , 1875 ; “Ultima 
Thule, or a Summer in Iceland," 2 
vols, 1875; “Etruscan Bologna: 
a Study," 1876; “Sind Revisited; 
with Notices of the Anglo-Indian 
Anny; Railroads, Past, Present, 
and Future, &c.," 2 vols., 1877; 
“The Gold Mines of Mudian and 
the Ruined Midianite Cities. A 
Fortnight's Tour in North Western 
Arabia," 1878; a translation of 
“Camoens's Lusiads," 1880; “Ca- 
moens : his Life and his Lusiads ; 
a Commentary," 2 vols., 1881; 
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Glance at tlie Passion Play/^ 
1881 ; and tlie Gold Coast for 
Gold • a Personal Nai’rative (con- 
jointly witli Commander Yerney 
Lovett Cameron) j 1882 Captain 
Burton lias recoivod the gold medals 
of the French and Enghsh Geogra- 
phical Societies 

BUBY (Yiscount), The Bight 
Hon. William Coutts Keppel^ 
Lord Ashpord, K C M G , called by 
courtesy Yiscohnt Bury, son of 
f ho Earl of Albemarle, born in 1832, 
and educated at Eton , entered the 
Scots Fusilier Guards in 18-1<9, and 
was private secretary to Lord John 
Bussell in 1850-51. He afterwards 
went to India as aide-de-camp to 
the late Lord F Fitz-Clarence, but 
returned home on sick leave, and 
retired from the army. In Dec., 
185 1, ho was nominated Civil Secre- 
tary and Superintendent-General 
of Indian Affairs for the province 
of Canada ; entered Parliament in 
1857, was appointed Treasurer of 
the Eoyal Household on the return 
of Lord Palmerston to office in 
1859 , and jS.rst elected M.P for 
Horwich, as a Liberal, in April, 
1857 On taking office in 1859, his 
re-election was declared void In 
Nov., 1860, he was elected for the 
Wick district of burghs, which he 
ceased to represent at the general 
election of 1865, when he was a 
defeated candidate for Dover Lord 
Bury, who is married to a daughter 
of Sir Alan N. M^Nab., Bairt., is 
the author of The Exodus of the 
Western Nations,'*' '^A Beport on 
the Condition of the Indians of 
British North America,” and other 
political and historical papers. He 
has taken an active part in pro- 
moting the Yolunteer movement, 
is Lieut.-Colonel of the Civil Service 
regiment of Yolunteer s, and was 
sworn a Privy Councillor in 1859. 
In 1868 he was elected M.P, for 
Berwick-on-Tweed, but he was de- 
feated at the general election of 
Feb., 1874. He unsuccessfully con- 
tested Stroud in Feb., 1875, when 
he polled 2577 votes, 2783 being 


recorded for Mr. Marhng, the 
Liberal candidate. He was sum- 
moned to the House of Peers m 
his father’s barony of Asliford in 
1876, and was appointed Under- 
secretary of State for War in suc- 
cession to Lord Cadogan in March, 
1878. He held that office until the 
Conservatives went out of office in 
1880. Lord Bury 3 omed the Boman 
Catholic Church in 1879 

BUSK, Miss Bachel H., is the 
youngest daughter of the late Hans 
Busk, Esq , of Great Cumberland 
Place, London, a man of elevated 
tastes and attainments, which were 
devoted to the education of his 
family. Since the death of her 
father Miss Busk has directed her 
attention to literary and artistic 
pursuits Frequent residences and 
travels in the South of Europe not 
only gave a direction to her literary 
labours, but affiorded opportunities 
of close and critical observation 
which have been turned to good 
advantage. Her power of graphic 
description has been well shown in 
her contributions to current litera- 
ture. Miss Busk has also published 
" Contemporary Annals of Borne , ” 
a collection of stones from Spanish 
Folklore and Komanceros under 
the title of ^^Patrauas” (the 
Spanish designation for them) , a 
similar collection from the Tyrol 
called '^Household Stories from the 
Land of Hof or j ” Sagas from the 
far East,” being the first complete 
version published in Enghsh of the 
" Siddhi-ktir ” and “ Ardschi-Bord- 
schi ” Tales ; The Folklore of 
Borne, collected by Word of Mouth 
from the People ; ” and " The Yal- 
leys of Tirol : their Traditions and 
Customs, and How to Yisit Them,” 
1871. 

BUTE (Marquis or), The 
Most Honourable John Patrick 
Crichton Stuart, K.T., son of the 
second marquis, horn at Mount- 
stuart House, m the Isle of Bute, 
Sept. 12, 1847, succeeded to the 
title on the death of his father in 
1848> and received his education 
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at Harrow Scliool, whence he 
proceeded to Christ Chnrchj Ox- 
ford. He was admitted into the 
Cathohc Church by Monsignor 
Capel at Nice^ on Dec. 24^ 1868^ 
and since that period he has dis- 
played great zeal and hberality in 
promoting the cause of Catholic 
education, and in advancing the 
interests of the Church in England. 
In order, as far as possible, to put 
within the reach of Scotch Cathohcs 
the benefits of University teaching 
of the first order, he subsidized, in 
1879, the College of St. Benedict, 
Fort Augustus, with o6500 a year, 
to enable it to secure the assistance 
of two professors from our national 
universities in teaching classics 
and mathematics. His lordship 
married in 1872 the Hon. G-wen- 
doline Mary Anne, eldest daughter 
of Lord Howard of Glossop. He 
was created a Knight of the Order 
of the Thistle in Eeb., 1875. The 
Marquis published The Early 
Days of Sir Wilham Wallaoe,^^ a 
lecture delivered at Paisley in 
1876 ; "The Burning of the 
Bams of Ayr,” 1878 ; " The Eoman 
Breviary : reformed by order of 
the Holy (Ecumenical Council of 
Trent , published by order of Pope 
St. Pius V., and revised by Clement 
YIII. and Urban YIII., together 
with the offices since granted. 
Translated out of Latin into Eng- 
lish,^" 1879 ; and " The Coptic 
Morning Service for the Lord's 
Day, translated into Enghsh," 
1882. 

BUTLEE, Benjamin 1 jjanexin, 
born at Deerfield, Hew Hampshire, 
Hov. 5, 1818. He graduated at 
Water-ville College in 1838, and in 
1841 commenced the practice of 
law at Lowell, Massachusetts. He 
early took a prominent part in 
politics on tlie Democratic side, and 
in 1853 was elected to the Massa- 
chusetts House of Eepresentatives, 
and in 1859 to the State Senate. 
In 1860 he was a delegate to the 
National Democratic Convention, 
which met at Charleston, South 


Carohna. The Convention broke 
up without making any nomination 
for the Presidency, and when a por- 
tion of the delegates reassembled 
at Baltimore, Mr. Butler announced 
that a majority of the delegates 
from Massachusetts would take no 
further part in the proceedings of 
the Convention, for the reason, 
among others, that they would 
not sit m a Convention in which the 
slave trade, which by law was piracy, 
was advocated.” In that year he 
was the Democratic candidate for 
Governor of Massachusetts. He 
had before held a commission as 
Brigadier-General of Mihtia. On 
April 17, 1861, he marched to Anna- 
polis, Maryland, with his regiment, 
and was soon afterwards placed in 
command at Baltimore, and subse- 
quently at Fortress Monroe. While 
here, some slaves who had come 
within his lines were demanded by 
their masters. He refused to de- 
liver them up, on the ground that 
they were "contraband of war;” 
whence originated the term " con- 
trabands,” by which slaves were 
frequently designated during the 
civil war. Early in Feb., 1862, a 
combined naval and military attack 
upon Hew Orleans was planned, 
Butler to command the land force. 
The naval force, under Farragut, 
passed the forts below, and were 
virtually in possession of the city 
on May 1, when the troops came up, 
and Butler took formal possession, 
and governed there with great 
vigour until Hovember, when he 
was recalled. Late in 1863 he was 
placed in command of the depart- 
ment of Yirginia and Horth Caro- 
lina, and Iffie forces here were 
designated the army of the James. 
"V^en General Grant was movmg 
towards Eichmond in July, 1864, 
Butler made an unsuccessful effort 
to captime Petersburg. In Dec,, 
1864, he made an ineffectual at- 
tempt upon Fort Fisher, near Wil- 
mington, Horth Carolina, and was 
then relieved of his command. In 
1866 he was elected to Congress by 
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the Eepuhlicans of Massachusetts, 
and he has been repeatedly re- 
elected until 1878. In 1871 and in 
1873 he was an unsuccessful candi- 
date for the Eepublicannommation 
for Grovemor of Massachusetts. 
In 1877 he left the Eepublican 
party to re-enter that of the Demo- 
crats, and was theix candidate for 
Governor of Massachusetts in 1878 
and 1879, but was defeated. Again 
their nominee in 1882, he was suc- 
cessful in the general Democratic 
victory of that year. 

BUTLER, Mbs. Elizabeth 
SoTJTHBBDBN, daughter of the late 
Mr. Thomas J. Thompson, by 
Ghristina, daughter of Mr. T. B. 
Weller, was born at Lausanne, in 
Switzerland, Her parents removed 
to Prestbury, near Cheltenham, 
where, at the age of five years. Miss 
Thompson first began to handle the 
pencil. After two or three years' 
sojourn at Prestbury, Mr and Mrs. 
Thompson went to live in Italy, and 
the young artist continued her 
studies at Florence. In 1870 the 
family returned to England, and 
took up their abode at Yentnor, 
where they remained till the great 
success of Miss Thompson's picture 
of the '^Roll Call" made a removal 
to London desirable. At one period 
she studied in the Government 
School of Art, Kensmgton. For 
some years she exhibited at the 
Dudley and other galleries. Her 
first picture at the Royal Academy 
was Missing," 1873. It was fol- 
lowed in 1874 by the '^Eoll Call," 
a picture which attracted universal 
attention, and which was purchased 
by the Queen. ''The 28th Regi- 
ment at Quatre Bras" was exhi- 
bited at the Academy in 1876 5 
"BalaHava" in Bond Street in 
1876 5 and " Inkermann " in Bond 
Street in 1877. More recently she 
has painted : — " 'Listed for the 
Connaught Rangers : recruiting in 
Ireland," 1879; "The Defence of 
Eorke's Drift," 1881 5 " Floreat 
Etona I " 1882, an incident in the 
attack on Laing's Nek 5 and a pic- 


ture representing the famous charge 
of the Scots Greys at Waterloo 
(1882). Miss Thompson became 
the wife of Major William Francis 
Butler, C B., June 11, 1877. 

BUTLEE, The Eev. Geoeoe, 
M.A., is the eldest son of the late 
Eev. George Butler, head master of 
Harrow School and afterwards 
Dean of Peterborough, and brother 
of the Eev. Dr. Butler, the present 
head master of Harrow. He was 
born in 1820, and educated at 
Harrow and at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, but migrated thence to 
Oxford, and entered at Exeter Col- 
lege, where he obtained the Hert- 
ford University Scholarship, in 
18 tl . He was subseq.uently elected 
to a Fellowship at his college and 
took his Bachelor's degree as a first- 
class in classics in 1813, proceeding 
M.A. in 1846. He was ordained 
deacon in 1864 and priest in the 
following jjrear, by Dr. Wilbeiforce, 
Bishop 01^ Oxford. He was for- 
merly Yice-Prmcipal of Cheltenham 
College, and was Principal of Liver- 
pool College from 1867 to 1882. 
Mr. Butler was Public Examiner in 
the University of Oxford in 1852, 
Classical Examiner to the Secretary 
of State for War in 1855, and 
Examiner for the East India Com- 
pany's Civil Service in 1856. In 
June, 1882, Mr. Gladstone conferred 
on him a canonry of Winchester 
which had become vacant by the 
elevation of the Eev. Ernest Wilber- 
force to the bishopric of Newcastle. 
Mr. Butler is the author or editor 
of the following works: — "Prin- 
ciples of Imitative Art," 1852; 
" Descriptio Antiqui Codicis Yirgi- 
liani," privately printed 1854 5 
"Ussay on the Raphael Drawings 
an the University Galleries," con- 
tributed to the "Oxford Essays," 
1856 5 " Cheltenham College Ser- 
mons," 1862 5 " Family Prayers," 
1862 5 "The Public Schools Atlas 
of Modem Geography," 1871 ; and 

The Public Schools Atlas of An- 
cient Geography," 1876. 

BUTLER, The Rev. Henbt 
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Montagit, Head Master of Harrow 
School, youngest son of the late 
Eev. George Butler, B.D., Head 
Master of Harrow, and afterwards 
Bean of Peterborough, was born in 
1833, and educated at Harrow, 
under Br. Vaughan, and at Trinity- 
College, Cambridge. He was 
elected Bell University Scholar in 
1852, and Battie University Scholar 
in 1853. In 1853 he won Sir W. 
Browne^s medal for the Greek ode, 
and in 1854 the Person Prize, the 
Greek ode, the Camden medal for 
Latin Hexameters, and the Mem- 
bers' Prize for a Latin essay. In 
1855 he graduated B A. as Senior 
Classic, and in the same year was 
elected Fellow of his college. On 
the retirement of Br. Vaughan, at 
Christmas, 1859, he was elected to 
the head mastership of the school, 
over which his father had presided 
for twenty-four years, from 1805 to 
1829. He was honorary chaplain 
to the Queen, 1876-77 5 chaplain in 
ordinary, 1877 j prebendary of St. 
Paul's and examining chaplain to 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
1879. He has been several times 
select preacher at the Universities 
of Oxford and Cambridge. He 
published in 1861 and m 1869 
volumes of “ Sermons preached in 
the Chapel of Harrow School." 

BUTLER, Major William 
Francis, C.B., was bom in the 
county of Tipperary, Ireland, in 
1838, and educated at Bublin. He 
was appointed Ensign of the 69th 
Regiment, Sept. 17, 1858; Lieu- 
tenant, Hov., 1863 5 Captain, 1872 , 
Major, 1874; and Beputy- Adjutant- 
Quarter - Master - General, Head 
Quarter-Staff, 1876. Maj’or Butler 
served on the Red River Expedition ; 
was sent on a special mission to the 
Saskatchewan Territories in 1870- 
71 ; and served on the Ashanti Ex- 
pedition in 1873, in command of the 
West Akim native forces. He was 
several times mentioned in de- 
spatches of Sir Garnet Wolseley, 
and in the House of Lords by the 
Field - Marshal Commanding - in- 


Chief. He was appomted a Com- 
panion of the Bath in 1874. In 
Feb., 1879, he was despatched to 
Natal to assume the responsible 
post of Staff Officer at the port of 
disembarcation. Maj*or Butler is 
the author of ''The Great Lone 
Land," 1872; "The Wild North 
Land," 1873; "Akimfoo," 1875; 
and "Far out: Rovings retold," 
1880. He married, June 11 , 1877, 
at the church of the Servite Fathers, 
Fulham Road, London, Miss Eliza- 
beth Thompson, the painter. 

BUTT, The Hon. Charles 
Parker, was called to the bar at 
Lincoln's Inn in 1854, and j'oined 
the Northern circuit. He obtained 
a silk gown in 1868. He unsuc- 
cessfully contested Tamworth in 
Feb., 1874, and sat for Southamp- 
ton, in the Liberal interest, from 
April, 1880, till March, 1883, when 
he was appointed to the j‘u(%eship 
in the Admiralty division of the 
High Court of Justice, vacant by 
the resignation of Sir Robert Phil- 
limore. 

BUTTERFIELB, William, ar- 
chitect, was bom Sept. 7, 1814. 
Having been brought up as an 
architect, he devoted himself more 
especially to a scientific study of 
the various Gothic styles, into 
which, since entering on his pro- 
fession, he has imported variety by 
the use of coloured stone, brick, 
and marble, both in churches and 
domes-fcic buildings. Bus chief works 
are St. Augustine's College, Canter- 
bury ; All Saints' Church and 
Schools, Margaret Street, London ; 
Baldersby Church, Torkshme ; 
Yealmpton Church, Bevonshire ; 
the new chapel at Balliol College, 
Oxford ; St. Alban's Church, Bald- 
win's Gardens, Gray's Inn Lane ; 
Winchester County Hospital ; Wm- 
chester and Rugby School Build- 
ings ; and Keble College, Oxford. 

BYLES, The Right Hon. Sir 
John Barnard, son of the late Mr. 
John Byles, of Stowmarket, Suffolk, 
bom in 1801, and called to the bar 
at the Inner Temple in 1831 ; went 
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for some years tHe Norfolk oircuitj 
and in 1840 was appomted Recorder 
of Buckingham In 1843 he re- 
ceived the coif of a serjeant-at-law, 
to which was afterwards added a 
patent of precedence. He is the 
author of several professional works 
of high repute j amongst which may 
he mentioned one '^On the Usury 
Laws/^ and another ^^On Bills of 
Exchange , and of a pohtical work 
of some notoriety, entitled “The 
Sophisms of Free Trade In 1857 
he was made Queen^s Serjeant, and 
in 1858 received the honour of 
knighthood on his elevation to the 
Bench as one of the judges of the 
Court of Common Pleas. He re- 
signed his judgeship at the com- 
mencement of Jan., 1873 , on March 
3, following, he was sworn of the 
Privy Council. He is the author 
of “ The Foundation of Religion in 
the Mind and Heart of Man,” 
1875. 

BYR, Robert. (See Bayer.) 

BYRNE, Mrs. William Pitt, 
second daughter of the late Hans 
Busk, Esq , of Great Cumberland 
Place, and widow of William Pitt- 
Byi’ne, M.A., of Trinity College, 
Cambridge, proprietor of the Morn- 
ing Post, an elegant scholar and a 
man of high hterary attainments, 
artistic tastes, and musical profi- 
ciency. Mrs. Pitt-Bjrme contri- 
buted at an early age to many of 
the principal periodicals of the day, 
but always anonymously One of 
her contributions to Fraser was a 
detailed and comprehensive history 
of Montagu House, which appeared 
in four numbers' of that Magazine : 
a companion-paper of much re- 
search, on the H6tel de Carnavalet 
was published in the PeopWs, and, 
among others, in Macmillan, an in- 
teresting description of the archives 
of the Prefecture de Police, since 
burnt by the Communards. Mrs. 
Pitt-Byrne wrote for Once a Week, 
and contributed (July, 1866) a 
scholarly and poetical paper caUed 
“ The Grotto of Vaucluse.” The 
first volume she published, “A 


Glance behind the Grilles,” ap- 
peared in -1851-. It was followed 
by several others , the most popu- 
lar being, perhaps, the well-known 
volume of “ Flemish Interiors,” and 
it is as the “Author of Flemish 
Interiors” that this writer has 
always since presented her pro- 
ductions to the public. Her other 
works, all very favourably and 
generally known, bear on them 
the unimstakable stamp of ai*tistic 
and literary culture , those of a 
social and descriptive character have 
been illustrated by her own pencil 
They comprise, besides those above 
named — “ Realities of Pans Life,” 
3 vols. ; “ Red, White, and Blue,” 
3 vols ; “ Undercurrents Over- 

looked,” 2 vols. ; “ Cosas de Espaha,” 
2 vols. ; “ Feudal Castles of Prance , ” 
“ Gheel, or the City of the Simple 
“ The Beggynhot, or the City of the 
Single j” “ Sainte Pernne, or the 
City of the Gentle,” “Pictures of 
Hungarian Life and “ Curiosities 
of the Search-room” Mrs. Pitt- 
Byrne has for many years written 
musical, dramatic, and literary 
critiques for several daily and 
weekly papers, and has also sup- 
plied paragraphs and papers of 
interest of another class to the 
columns of Land and Water. 

BYRON, Henry James, drama- 
tist and actor, son of Henry Byron, 
Esq., British Consul at Port-au- 
Prince, Hayti, is a native of Man- 
chester, and completed his educa- 
tion in London. He is well known 
to the play-going public as one of 
the most skilful and iirolific writers 
of burlesque extravaganzas. His 
earhest effort in this line, “Fra 
Biavolo,” produced at the Strand 
Theatre on the first night of Miss 
Swanborough^s season in 1858, was 
speedily followed by several success- 
ful pieces ; amongst which may be 
mentioned the “ Maid and Magpie,” 
“ Aladdin,” “ Esmeralda,” “ The 
Lady of Lyons,” and “ Grin Bushes 
two farces, and a comedy entitled 
“ The Old Story.” Other theatres 
competed for his burlesques, and for 
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the Adelphi he wrote the Babes 
in the Wood/^ Ill-treated II Tro- 
vatore , ” for the Olympic, “ Ma- 
zeppa Travestie , ” for Drury Lane, 
Miss Elly O'Connor ; and for the 
Princess's, " Jack the Giant-3aller,” 
and other pantomimes At the 
Haymarket, amongst other pieces, 
was produced his Dundreary Mar- 
ried and Done for ; " at the Prince 
of Wales's, “La Sonnambula Tra- 
vestie," “ Lucia di Lammermoor," 
“ Little Don Giovanni," “ Der Frei- 
sehutz," and original comedies, 
“ War to the Knife " and A Hun- 
dred Thousand Pounds.” Mr Byron 
has contributed extensively to pe- 
riodical literatm'e, was the £b?st 
editor of Fun, and is the author of 
a three-volume novel — “ Paid in 
Full,” originally published in 
Temple Bar He made his first 
appearance in London as an actor 
at the Globe Theatre in his own 
drama of “Hot Such a Fool as 
he Looks," Oct. 23, 1869. Among 
his later pieces are, “ An American 
Lady," a comedy in three acts, pro- 
duced at the opening of the Criterion 
Theatre, March 21, 1874 j “ Old 
Sailors," a comedy, brought out at 
the Strand later in the same year; 
and “ Our Boys," which was played 
for the 1160th time at the Yaude- 
viUe Theatre on Aug. 9, 1878. Mr. 
Byron is a member of the Middle 
Temple,

CABANEL, Alexandre, artist, 
was bom at Montpellier, Sept. 28, 
1823 , studied in the atelier of M. 
Picot, and attracted attention by 
his exhibition, in the “salon” of 
1844, of a painting, the subject of 
which was the “ Agony of Christ m 
the Garden of Olives," and obtained 
the second great prize for paintmg 
in 1845. j&aving returned from 
Pome, he exhibited amongst other 
works (1850-53), a “ Saint John,” 
and “The Death of Moses," and 
was entrusted with the execution 


of twelve medalhons for the decora- 
tion of the H6tel de Yille of Paris, 
representing the twelve months of 
the year. M. Cabanel's reputation 
as a painter is high. He obtained 
a second-class medal at the exhibi- 
tion of paintings in 1852, a first- 
class medal in 1855, and the medal 
of honom' at the “ salon " of 1865. 
He was elected member of the 
Academie des Beaux Ai-ts, in place 
of Horace Yernet, , Sept. 26, 1863 j 
Professor in the Ecole des Beaux 
Arts at the end of that year, and 
was promoted to the rank of Officer 
of the Legion of Honour, Aug. 29, 
1864. 

CABAT, Hicolas Louis, a French 
landscape painter, born at Paris 
Dec. 24, 1812 ; studied pamting 
under M. Camille Flers, and visited 
the most picturesque parts of 
France. He first exhibited in the 
“salon" of 1838 some landscapes 
which the critics pronounced to be 
too realistic ; but he persevered in 
this style of painting till 1837, and 
became the founder of a school. 
From that period till 1848 he only 
contributed twice to the annual 
exhibitions (in 1840 and 1841), but 
since 1848 he has been a regular 
contributor. M. Cabat was elected 
a member of the Academy of Fine 
Arts in 1867, and unanimously 
chosen Director, in Hov., 1878, of 
the French School of Painting at 
Pome. 

CABLE, George W., novelist, 
was born in Hew Orleans, where he 
still resides, in 1845. At the ^e 
of fourteen lus father died, leaving 
his family in such reduced circum- 
stances as to compel his son to leave 
school in order to aid in the support 
of his mother and sisters. From 
this time until 1863 he was usually 
employed as a clerk. In that year 
he entered the Confederate army, 
where he remained until the close 
of the civil war. Petuming to 
Hew Orleans, he made such a 
living as he could—at first as an 
errand boy (though he was twenty- 
one years of age), then in survey- 
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ing, and finally secured a position 
in a prominent house of cotton 
faotorsj which he only leftj in 1879, 
to devote himself exclusively to 
literature. His first literary work 
was in the form of contributions to 
the Hew Orleans Picayune over the 
signature of Drop- Shot. His work, 
however, did not attract any very 
general attention until his Creole 
sketches appeared in Scribner* s 
Magazine, These were published 
in book form in 1879, under the 
title of "Old Creole Bays.” They 
were followed by "The Grandis- 
simes ” in 1880, and by " Madame 
Belphine ” in 1881. In all of these 
Mr. Cable has shown such a mastery 
of the Louisiana dialect and such a 
deep insight into the Creole charac- 
ter as to give him at once a pro- 
minence among American writers 
which few are fortunate enough to 
obtain in so brief an experience. 
He is now engaged upon the pre- 
paration of a history of Hew 
Orleans. 

CABELL, Francis, the explorer 
of the river Murray, son of H. F. 
Cadell, Esq., of Cockenzie, near 
Preston Pans, Haddingtonshire, 
was bom in 1822, and educated at 
Edinburgh and in Germany. While 
very young he showed a taste for 
adventure, and entered as a mid- 
shipman on board an East India- 
man. The vessel having been 
chartered by Government, the lad, 
as a volunteer, took part in the 
first Chinese war, was present at 
the siege of Canton, the capture 
of Amoy, Hingpo, &c., and received 
an oj06,cer's share of prize-money. 
At twenty-two he was in command 
of a vessel, and m the intervals 
oetween his voyages he spent much 
time in the shipbuilding yards of 
the Tyne and Clyde, where he 
gained a thorough knowledge of 
naval architecture and the con- 
struction of the steam-engine. A 
visit to the Amazons first led him 
to study the subject of river navi- 
gation j and when in Australia, in 
1848, his attention was drawn to 


the practicability of navigating the 
Murray and its tributaries, which 
had only served for watering the 
flocks belonging to the scattered 
stations on their banks. Three 
years later, encom^aged by the 
Governor of Australia, Sii* H F. 
Young, he put his project into exe- 
cution. In a frail boat, with canvas 
sides and ribs of barrel hoops, he 
embarked at Swanhill on the Upper 
Murray, and descended the stream 
to Lake Victoria at its mouth, a 
distance of 1300 miles. Having 
thus proved that the Murray was 
navigable, he succeeded m crossmg 
the dangerous bar at its mouth in 
a steamer planned and constructed 
under his supervision. This vessel 
accomplished a first voyage of 1500 
miles Other steamers were pro- 
cured, and the Murrunbidgee, the 
Edward, and the Barling were in 
like manner opened to traffic. A 
gold candelabrum was presented to 
Mr. Cadell by the settlers, the 
value of whose property has been 
greatly increased by his efforts, 
and the Legislature directed a gold 
medal in his honour to be struck 
in England by Mr. Wyon. As is 
the case with most first adven- 
turers, others are reaping the 
abundant fmits of his labour ; and 
on account of intercolonial jealousies, 
he has received no substantial 
return for a fortune expended, and 
years of danger, anxiety, and toil. 

CABOGAH (Earl or), Thx 
Eight Hon. George Henry Cado- 
GAN, eldest son of the fourth Earl, 
was born at Burham in 1840. He 
succeeded to the title on the death 
of his father in 1873, having been 
for a few months previously M.P. 
for Bath. He was appointed Par- 
liamentary Under Secretary for 
War in May, 1875; and Under 
Secretary of State for the Colonies 
in March, 1878, in succession to 
Mr. J. Lowther, who had been 
advanced to the post of Chief Secre- 
tary for Ireland. He went out of 
office with the Conservative party 
in April, 1880. 
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CAINj Auguste, sculptor, ‘born 
in Paris, Nov. 4, 1822, worked first 
with a carpenter, and afterwards 
entered the stncho of M. Eude 
3M. Cam, who has devoted his atten- 
tion to groups of animals, first 
exhibited at Paris m 1846, and is 
the publisher of his own bronzes 
Amongst numerous works he has 
exhibited '^The Dormouse and 
Tomtit,” 1846 ; “ The Progs desir- 
ing a Kmg,” 1850; "The Eagle 
defending his Prey,” 1852; "An 
Eagle chasing a Vulture,” 1857; 

Lion and Lioness quarrelling 
about a Wild Boar,” 1875 ; and "A 
Family of T^ers,” 1876. Several 
of these objects appeared in the 
Creat Exhibition of 1851, when 
M. Cam obtained the bronze medal. 
He has received many recognitions 
of merit ; another medal m 1864 ; 
and a third at the Universal Expo- 
sition of 1867. M Cain was nomi- 
nated a Chevalier of the Legion of 
Honour in 1869. 

CAIED, Sib James, K.C.B., 
F.E S , bom at Stranraer, in 1816, 
was educated at Edmburgh. Dur- 
ing the Protection controversy in 

1849, Mr. Caicd published a treatise 
on "B^gh Farming as the best 
Substitute for Protection,” which 
went rapidly through eight edi- 
tions, and attracted much pubhc 
attention. In the autumn of the 
same year, at the request of the 
late Sir Eobert Peel, he visited the 
west and south of Ireland, then 
prostrate from the effects of the 
famine, and at the desire of the 
lord-lieutenant. Lord Clarendon, 
reported to the Government on 
the measures which he deemed 
requisite for encouraging the re- 
vival of agricultural enterprise in 
that country. This report was en- 
larged into a volume, published in 

1850, descriptive of the agricultural 
resources of the couni^, and led 
to considerable landed investments 
being made there. During 1850 
and 1851 Mr. Caird, as the com- 
missioner of the Times, conducted 
an inquiry into the state of English 


agriculture, m which he visited 
every county m England ; and his 
letters, after appearing in the 
columns of the Times, were pub- 
lished in a volume, which has been 
translated into ihe French, Ger- 
man, and Swedish languages, be- 
sides being republished in the 
United States. In 1858 Mr. Caird 
published an account of a visit to 
the prairies of the Mississippi. A 
translation of this work appeared 
on the continent. During the 
autumns of 1853, 1854, and 1855 
Mr. Caird published in the Times 
a series of letters on the com crops, 
which were considered to have had 
a material effect in allaying a food- 
panic. Invited at the general elec- 
tion of 1852 to offer himself to re- 
present his native district in Par- 
liament, he was defeated by a 
majority of one. At the general 
election of 1857 he was elected 
member for the borough of Dart- 
mouth, as a supporter of Lord 
Palmerston, and an advocate of 
Liberal measures. In 1859 he was 
elected for Stirling without oppo- 
sition, and vacated his seat in July, 
1865, on accepting the office of one 
of the Indosure Commissioners. 
In 1860 he was appointed a mem- 
ber of the Fishery Board, and in 
1863 became Chairman of theEoyal 
Commission on the Sea Fisheries 
of the United Kingdom ; Professor 
Huxley and Mr. Shaw Lefevre, 
M.P., being his colleagues. That 
commission, after visiting the prin- 
cipal fiishing ports of the kingdom, 
completed its labours in 1866 ; and 
the President of the Board of Trade, 
in the course of a discussion on the 
subject, thus expressed the opinion 
of the Government on the results 
of that inquiry : — " I may be per- 
mitted to say that I think a more 
able report than that which these 
commissioners have laid before Par- 
liament was never made. It is 
evident that this inquiry has been 
most searching and complete, and 
conducted in a most diligent and 
judicious manner. I think the 
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ground is now laid for putting our 
fishery laws on a sound and satis- 
factory footing. It IS highly satis- 
factory that an inquiry undertaken 
in the spirit of a proposal to in- 
crease the restrictions upon fishing 
should have resulted in showing 
that the supply of fish and the 
interests of fishermen would be 
best promoted by free and unre- 
stricted fishing "" In 1861 Mr. 
Caird, after many years" persever- 
ance, carried a resolution of the 
House of Commons in favour of 
the collection of agricultural sta- 
tistics, which was followed by a 
vote of dB10,000 for that ob3ect. 
The returns of 1866 for Great 
Britain, the result of that vote, 
for the first time comj)lete the 
agricultural statistics of the United 
Kingdom, and are now published 
annually. Whilst in Parliament 
he was the advocate of all measures 
bearing on the improvement of 
land, successfully opposing the pro- 
posal to place a new duty on cer- 
tain descriptions of corn used for 
feeding cattle, expoundmg the im- 
policy of discouraging the growth 
of barley by an unmodified malt- 
tax, taking a prominent pai’t in com- 
mittees and in the House in inqui- 
ries and discussions on Irish land 
tenure, the utilization of sewage, 
emigration, the game laws, and 
from year to year explaining the 
prospects of the country in regard 
to its supplies of com. Eetaining 
his practical connection with agri- 
culture, during his parhamentary 
career, he took a leading part at 
this time in introducing the Ched- 
dar system of cheese-making into 
the south-west of Scotland—a sys- 
tem which has greatly contributed 
to the prosperity of the dairy dis- 
tricts of that part of the country. 
In 1860 he carried a motion to 
extend the Census Inquiry in Scot- 
land to the character of the house 
accommodation of the people, and 
thus, in the census of 1861, laid 
bare the startling fact that two- 
thirds of the people were found to 


be lodged in houses of only one 
and two rooms — a condition of 
things generally thought inade- 
quate for decent accommodation. 
In 1805 he was appointed to the 
office of Inclosure Commissioner. 
In 1869 he revisited Ireland, and 
published a pamphlet on the Irish 
land question, soon after which he 
received the Companionship of the 
Bath. He has latterly taken an 
active interest in the successful 
introduction of sugar-beet culti- 
vation in this country, which he 
first recommended in 1830. In 
1808 and 1869 he published suc- 
cessive papers on the “ Food of 
the People,"" read before the Statis- 
tical Society. In 1878 he was re- 
quested by the Government of 
India to serve on the commission 
to inquire into the subject of fa- 
mines. He was created a Knight 
Commander of the Order of the 
Bath (civil division) m 1882. Sir 
James Caird is a magistrate and 
deputy-lieutenant of his native 
county, Wigton. He has been 
twice married — first, in 1843, 
to Margaret, daughter of Captain 
Henryson, E.E ; and secondly, in 
1865, to Elizabeth Jane, daughter 
of the late Mr. Kobert Dudgeon. 

CAIRD, The Rev. John, D.D., a 
popular and eloquent preacher of 
the Estabhshed Church of Scotland, 
was born in 1823, at Greenock, 
where his father was an engineer j 
studied at the University of Glas- 
gow, and in 1844 was licensed as a 
preacher. In 1845 he was ordained 
minister of Newton-on-Ayr, and in 
the same year was removed to Lady 
Yester"s Church, in Edinburgh, 
to which charge he was elected by 
the town-council. In 1850 he ac- 
cepted the charge of the Estab- 
lished Church at Errol, in Perth- 
shire, whence he removed to Glas- 
gow in 1858. A sermon preached 
by him before the Queen, in the 
parish kirk of Crathie, has been 
published by command of the 
Queen, who appointed him one of 
Her Majesty's chaplains for Scot- 
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land. In Reb., 1873, be was ap- 
pointed Principal of tbe University 
of G-lasgow in tbe room of tbe late 
Ur. Barclay. Principal Caird bas 
published a volume of Sermons," 
1858 ; " Tbe Universal Eebgion a 
Lecture debvered in Westminster 
Abbey on tbe Uay of Intercession 
for Missions, Nov. 30, 1874;" and 
" An Introduction to tbe Philosophy 
of Religion," 1880. 

CAIRNS (Earl), The Right 
Hon. Hugh MacCalhont, second 
son of tbe late WilHam Cairns, 
Esq., of Cultra, county Down, Ire- 
land, was born in 1819. He re- 
ceived bis education at Trinity 
College, Dubbn, where be was first 
class in classics, and obtained other 
academical honours. In Jan , 1844, 
be was called to tbe Engbsb bar at 
tbe Middle Temple, and be soon ac- 
quired an extensive practice m tbe 
courts of Eqxuty. In July, 1852, 
be was returned to tbe House of 
Commons as one of tbe members 
for Belfast, and be continued to re- 
present that city in tbe Conserva- 
tive interest unluL bis elevation to 
tbe judicial bench. He was ap- 
pointed one of Her Majesty^s Coun- 
sel and a bencher of Lincoln's Tnn 
in 1856. When Lord Derby formed 
bis administration m Eeb., 1858, be 
appointed to the office of Solicitor- 
G-eneral Mr. Cairns, who on this 
occasion received the honour of 
knighthood. It is worthy of note 
that tbe earbest Bill be submitted 
to Parliament related to Chancery 
Reform, on which subject be bas 
since proposed several important 
measures. Sir Hugh Cairns first 
showed himself to be a great par- 
liamentary orator in tbe celebrated 
debate of four nights’ duration in 
May, 1858, concerning Lord EUen- 
borougb’s censure of Lord Can- 
ning’s proclamation to tbe inhabi- 
tants of our Indian Empire. Many 
of bis subsequent speeches in tbe 
JBCouse of Commons, and more re- 
cently in tbe House of Peers, have 
jusHy been regarded as master- 
pieces of elo(iuence. When tbe 


Conservative administration re- 
signed in June, 1859, Sir Hugh 
Cairns’ first brief tenure of office 
came to an end. On tbe return of 
Lord Derby to power in June, 1866, 
be was appointed Attorney-G-eneral, 
and be worthily occupied for a few 
months tbe post wbidi Sir Roim- 
dell Palmer (now Lord Selborne) 
bad held under tbe Liberal adminis- 
tration. Tbe first vacancy which 
bad occurred in tbe Court of Chan- 
cery (with tbe exception of tbe 
woolsack) for tbe long period of 
fourteen years, was occasioned on 
Oct. 1, 1866, by tbe retirement of 
Sir James Knight Bruce, and Sir 
Hugh Cairns was appointed to suc- 
ceed that veteran judge as Lord 
Justice of tbe Court of Appeal; 
being in tbe foUowmg Eeb. Q867) 
raised to tbe peerage as Baron 
Cairns of G-armoyle, in tbe county 
of Antrim. He became Lord PCigb 
Chancellor of Great Britain in Feb., 
1868, and be continued to bold that 
office until tbe resignation of Mj*. 
Disraeb’s ministry m Dec., 1868, 
after which time, however, be con- 
tinued to take an active p^ in tbe 
legislative and judicial business of 
tbe House of Lords. In Eeb., 1874, 
on tbe return of tbe Conservative 
party to power, be was reappointed 
Lord High Chancellor of Great 
Britain, and be held that office till 
April, 1880. In Sept., 1878, be was 
created a Viscount and Earl of tbe 
United Kingdom by tbe titles of 
Viscount Garmoyle, in tbe county 
of Antrim, and Earl Caims. His 
lordship was made LL.D. of Cam- 
bridge in 1862 ; D.C.L. of Oxford 
in 1863 ; and was elected Chancel- 
lor of the University of Dublin in 
1867. 

C AIROLI, Benedetto, an Italian 
statesman, born in 1826 at Gropello, 
near Pavia. His father was a sur- 
geon, who, in 1848, was elected by 
bis fellow-citizens to rule their 
commune. While a student in tbe 
University of Pavia, Benedetto 
Cairoli, in 1848, conspired and 
fought as a voliuiteer against tbe 
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Austrians. In 1851 He became an 
exile in Piedmont, where he re- 
mained till 1859, in which year he 
again took up arms for the libera- 
tion of Italy as one of the '^Cac- 
ciatori delle Alpi.^^ He was also 
one of the mille in the expedi- 
tion in 1860, when he was wounded 
in the leg at the siege of Palermo. 
In 1860 he fought in the Trentino, 
and in 1867 at Monterotondo and 
Montana. Up to the time of the 
advent of the Left to power in 1876, 
Cairoli had never explicitly de- 
clared himself to have left Ms old 
Eepublican tendencies behind him, 
and definitively accepted the Con- 
stitutional Monarchy of Italy. 
Since that time, however, perhaps 
led in some degree by his confidence 
in his friend Uepretis, he accepted 
the Monarchy. Signor Cairoli has 
hved in an atmosphere of revolu- 
tion, and has always breathed de- 
fiance to the Vatican and to the 
Church. In March, 1878, when a 
new Ministry was formed, shortly 
after the accession of Kmg Hum- 
bert, Signor Cairoli was placed at 
the head of it, being appointed 
President of the Council, without 
portfolio. On Oct. 23, in the same 
year, all the Ministers resigned, 
and Signor Cairoli, the Premier, 
was entrusted with the task of 
forming a new Cabinet. Soon 
afterwards (Hov. 17), as King Hum- 
bert, in company with the Queen 
and Signor Cairoh, was driving into 
Naples, a man named Q-iovanni 
Passanante attempted to stab His 
Majesty with a poniard. The at- 
tempt was fortunately frustrated 
by Signor Cairoli, who received a 
severe wound, while the King es- 
caped with a mere scratch. Signor 
Cairoli received from the Chambers 
and the Italian people the warmest 
congratulations, in wMch the 
Sovereigns and most distinguished 
statesmen of Europe joined, but 
these ovations could not avert a 
new ministerial crisis. In the 
Chamber of Deputies a motion of 
confidence in the internal policy of 


the G-overnment was rejected by 257 
against 183 votes (Dec. 11, 1878), 
and the Ministers thereupon re- 
signed. The Depretis ministry wMch 
was then formed was overthrown 
after half a year’s tenure of power, 
and was succeeded by a new combi- 
nation of the Left under Signor 
Cairoli, who was in turn compelled 
(Nov., 1879) to reconstruct his ad- 
ministration and to bring in Signor 
Depretis as Minister of the In- 
terior. On May 14, 1881, the 
Ministry resigned, after the French 
expedition to Tunis, as their pohcy 
in regard to it had rendered them 
Mghly unpopular. 

CALCUTTA, Bishop op. (See 
Johnson.) 

CALDECOTT, Ranuolph, artist, 
was born in 1846, at Chester, and 
educated at Henry VIII.’s School, 
in that city. He received no art 
training. He was elected a mem- 
ber of the Manchester Academy of 
Arts in 1880, and of the Institute 
of Painters in Water Colours in 
1882. Mr. Caldecott has exhibited 
works of painting and sculpture at 
the Royal Academy, and the Gros- 
venor Gallery. Among the numerous 
books illustrated by him are Wash- 
ington Irving’s "Old Christmas,” 
1875; "Bracebridge HaU,” 1876; 
Mrs. Comyns Carr’s " North Itahan 
Polk,” 1877; and Mr. H. Black- 
bum's "Breton Polk,” 1879. In 
1878 he began a senes of " Picture 
Books,” with "John Gilpin,” and 
" The House that Jack Built ;” and 
he has since produced two books 
each year. In 1883 ho published 
" A Sketch Book,” and " Some of 
iEsop's Fables with Modem In- 
stances.” Mr. Caldecott has made 
many drawings of original subjects 
for the QrajpUc, most of which have 
been reproduced in colours; and 
he has occasionally contributed to 
Pwich and other periodicals. 

CALDERON, Philip Hbbmo- 
OBNBS, E.A., son of the Rev. Juan 
Calderon, was born at Poitiers in 
1833, studied at Mr. Leigh's aca- 
demy and in the atelier of M. Picot 
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(Member of tbe Institute) at Paris 
He has painted The Gaoler' 
Daughter/' exhibited at the Eoya 
Academy in 1858 ; French Pea 
sants finding their Stolen Child,' 
and ^^Man goeth forth to his La 
hour/' 1869 , Never More/' 1860 
" Releasing Prisoners on the Young 
Heir's Birthday/' "La Demande 
en Manage/' and "The Return 
from Moscow," 1861 ; Queen 
Katharine and her Women at 
Work," "After the Battle," "Some- 
thing it is which Thou hast Lost," 
1862, '^The British Embassy in 
Paris during the Massacre of St. 
Bartholomew," Drink to Me only 
with Thine Eyes," 1863; "The 
Burial of Hampden " and " Women 
of Arles," 1864 Mr. Calderon was 
elected A R A. in 1864. In 1865 he 
did not exhibit. In 1866 he had in 
the Royal Academy Eichibition 
Her most noble, high, and puis- 
sant Grace," "Women of Poitiers 
washing on the banks of the Clain," 
and "In the Pyrenees." In 1867 
Mr. Calderon was elected full R.A., 
and received at the Paris Interna- 
tional Exhibition the first medal 
awarded to English art. He also 
received one of the medals awarded 
to English artists at the Vienna 
Exhibition of 1878. In 1867 he ex- 
hibited in London "Home after 
Victory," and " Evening ; " in 1868, 
"The Young Lord Hamlet -riding 
on YoricFs Back," " (Enone,” and 
" Whither ? " (this last his diploma I 
picture) ; in 1869, "Sighing his Soul , 
into his Lady's Face," "The Duch- 
ess of Montpensier urging Jacques 
Clement to Assassinate the King," 
and a water-colour figure, size of 
life , in 1870, "The Orphans," "The 
Virgin's Bower,” " Spring Driving 
away Winter," and " Mrs. Bland ; " 
in 1871, "On Her Way to the 
Throne," and " The New Pictures " 
(portraits of aweil-known picture 
collector) ; in 1872, " Summer” (a 
scene on the banks of the Thames), 
"A High-Bom Maiden," "In a 
Palace-Tower," "H. S. Marks, Esq., 
A.R. A.," and " Mrs. Cazalet ; " in 


1873, "Good-Night," "Take, 0 take 
those Lips away," " The Moon-Light 
Serenade," "Victory," "W. R. El- 
wyn. Esq. ; " in 1874, " The Queen 
of the Tournaments" and "BCalf- 
Hours with the Best Authors , ” in 
1875, "Refurbishing (St. Trophyme, 
Arles)," "Les Coquettes, Arles," 
"Toujours Fidele," and "Great 
Sport;" in 1876, "The Nest," 
" Margaret," " Watchful Eyes," 
and "His Reverence;" in 1877, 
"Joan of Arc," "Reduced Three 
per Cents. (Bank of England)," 
and "The Fruit-seller;" in 1878, 
" The Nunnery at Loughborough,” 
and " La Gloire de Dijon." In the 
same year (1878) Mr. Calderon was 
one of the Enghsh artists selected 
to exhibit an extra number of works 
at the Paris International Exhibi- 
tion, and he sent there several of 
the pictures mentioned above. At 
the close of that Exhibition he re- 
ceived a ‘■‘’rappel" of first-class 
medal, and was created a Knight 
of the Legion of Honour. Since 
that time he has been chiefly occu- 
pied in painting decorative panels 
in oil for the dining-room of a well- 
known lover of art, among which 
‘ ave been " The Olive,” " The 
Vine" (representing the fruits of 
the earth), and "The Flowers of 
the Earth," exhibited at the Royal 
cademy in 1881. 

CALEDONIA, Bishop op. (See 

JiDLET.) 

CALLAWAY, The Rioht Rev. 
Henet, M.D., D.D., who for some 
time was a missionary of the Church 
>f England at Spring Vale, Natal, 
was, on a new missionary bishopric 
being formed for St. John's, British 
Kaffraria, nominated as the first 
tccupant of the See. He was con- 
ecrated by the Primus of Scotland 
Bishop of Moray and Ross) in St. 
"'aul's Church, Edinburgh, Oct. 30, 
873 

C AMBRAY-DIGNY, Guolielmo, 
loNTE Di, an Italian statesman, 
•om at Florence, in 1823, is the son 
Count Louis of Camhray-Digny, 
'ho, from being a cobbler, rose to

be the minister and favourite of 
Eerdinand III , Grand Duke of Tus- 
cany. After completing his studies 
at Pisa^ he returned, at the age of 
twenty-two, to his native city, where 
he was received with much favoim 
by Leopold II., who reposed the ut- 
most confidence in him. He always 
exhorted the Grand Duke, but in 
vain, to make concessions to the 
liberal requirements of the times, 
instead of relying on Austrian sup- 
port ; and in 1859, when the Grand 
Duke was obliged to fiee from Ins 
dominions, which were thereupon 
annexed to Piedmont, Signor Cam- 
bray-Digny approved this prelimi- 
nary step towards the unification of 
Italy, and was elected one of the 
deputies for Tuscany. In 1865 he 
presided, in his capacity of Lord 
Mayor (^^Gonf aloniere”) of Florence, 
at the sixth centenary of the birth 
of Dante, and pronounced the pane- 
gyric of the poet before the statue 
which was inaugurated on that oc- 
casion. His political celebrity, how- 
ever, does not date farther back 
than the close of the year 1867, 
when he was appomted Finance 
Minister of the Inngdom of Italy, 
and found himself face to face with 
an enormous deficit, which he en- 
deavoured to reduce by various ex- 
pedients, including the unpopular 
grist tax, and the taking up by the 
State of the tobacco monopoly. 
Signor Cambray-Digny, by his per- 
severance and tact, succeeded in 
carrying this and other projects in 
spite of the energetic opposition of 
a formidable party in the Chambers. 
Towards the close of the year 1869 
the Menabrea-Oambray-Digny Cabi- 
net, as it was called, was succeeded 
by the , Lanza Cabinet. Signor 
Cambray-Digny was then made a 
senator. 

CAMBRIDGE (Duke oe),H.R.H. 
George William Frederick 
Charles, Field-Marshal, son of 
Adolphus Frederick, the first duke, 
grandson of King George III., and 
first cousin of Her Majesty Queen 
Yictpri^it, was bom at Hanover, 


March 26, 1819, and succeeded his 
father July 8, 1850. He became a 
Colonel in the army Kov. 3, 1837, 
was advanced to the rank of Major- 
General in 1845, to that of Lieut.- 
General in 1854, when he was ap- 
pointed to command the two bri- 
gades of Highlanders and Guards, 
united to form the first division of 
the army sent in aid of Turkey 
against the Emperor of Russia j and 
was promoted to the rank of General 
in 1856. In 1861 he was appointed 
Colonel of the Royal Artillery and 
Royal Engineers, and was promoted 
to the rank of Field-Marshal Kov. 9, 
1862. His Royal Highness has been 
successively Colonel of the 17th 
Light Dragoons, of the Scots Fusi- 
lier Guards, and, on the death of 
the late Prince Consort, of the Grena- 
dier Guards. At the battle of the 
Alma his Royal Highness led his 
division into action in a manner 
that won the confidence of his men 
and the respect of the veteran ofSl- 
cors with whom he served. At In- 
kermann he was actively engaged, 
and had a horse shot under him. 
Shortly after this, in consequence 
of impaired health, he was ordered 
by the medical authorities to Pera, 
for change of air, and after staying 
there some time proceeded to Malta ; 
whence, his health still failing, he 
was directed to return to England. 
At a later period his Royal High- 
ness gave the results of his camp 
experience in evidence before the 
Committee of the House of Com- 
mons appointed to investigate the 
manner in which the war had been 
conducted. On the resignation of 
Viscount Hardinge in 1856 the Duke 
of Cambridge was appointed to suc- 
ceed as Coinmander-in-Chief, in 
which capacity his Royal Highness 
has shown his desire to introduce 
useful reforms, which tend mate- 
rially to improve the comfort of the 
soldier and the efficiency of the 
army. In June, 1878, he went to 
Malta to inspect the Indian troops 
which had recently arrived there. 
CAMERON, Gen, Sir Dtooan 
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AlbxandeBj G-.C.B., of an ancient 
Highland clan, was bom about 
1808. He entered the army in 1825, 
became Captain in 1833, Ma 3 or in 
1839, Colonel m 1854, and Major- 
General m 1859. He served with 
distinction in the Crimean campaign 
of 1854-5, having commanded the 
42nd regiment at the battle of the 
Alma, and the Highland brigade at 
the battle of Balaklava, and was 
sent out to command the troops in 
New Zealand, with the local rank 
of Lieutenant-General, in 1863. In 
that capacity he highly distin- 
guished himself, and in 1864 he 
was nominated a Knight Com- 
mander of the Order of the Bath, 
Military Division, in recognition of 
his able services against the 
Maoris. Sir D Cameron was 
made Colonel of the 42nd Foot 
Sept. 9, 1863 , and he was Governor 
of the Eoyal Military College at 
Sandhurst from 1868 to June, 1875. 
He was created a Knight Grand 
Cross of the Order of the Bath, 
1873 . He was promoted to the rank 
of General in the Army m Jan., 
1875 

CAMEEON, Simon, bom in Lan- 
caster CO., Pennsylvania, March 8, 
1799. Left an orphan at the age 
of nine, he learned the trade of a 
printer, and in 1820 became editor 
of a country newspaper. In 1822 
he removed to Harrisburg, the 
capital of Pennsylvania, and took 
charge of the leading Democratic 
paper of the state. In 1832 he was 
president of a bank, and soon after 
at the head of two railway com- 
panies. In 1845 he was elected 
United States Senator, to fill a 
vacancy, acting throughout with 
the Democrats. In 1856 he became 
af&iliated with the people's 
party ” in Pennsylvania (subse- 
quently merged in the Eepubhcan 
party) ; and in the winter following 
was again elected Dnited States 
Senator. He was supported by the 
Eepublicans of several states as a 
candidate for the Presidency in 
I860, After Mr, Inncoln's inaugura- 


tion, he nominated Mr. Cameron for 
Secretary of War He served in this 
capacity till Jan. 11, 1862, when he 
was appointed Minister to Eussia, 
but returned to the United States in 
November of the same year. In 1866 
he was again elected United States 
Senator, and in 1872 he replaced 
Mr. Sumner as Chairman of the 
Committee on Foreign Eelations. 
He was re-elected in 1873, but 
resigned his seat in 1877, and was 
succeeded by his son, J Donald 
Cameron (who still retains it). 
Since 1877 Mr. Cameron has taken 
no part in public life. 

CAMEEON, Verney Lovett, 
C.B., D.C.L., son of the Eev. Jona- 
than Henry Lovett Cameron, now 
vicar of Shoreham, is a native of 
Eadipole, Weymouth, Dorsetshire, 
and was educated at Bruton, 
Somersets!|jire. He was appointed 
Naval Cadet in Aug., 1857 ; Mid- 
shipman in Jan., 1860; Sub-Lieu- 
tenant in Aug., 1863 ; Lieutenant 
in Oct , 1865 ; and Commander in 
July, 1876. He served in the HZus- 
triaus from 1857 to Oct., 1858, then 
in the Victor Emanuel till Aug., 
1861 ,* in the Liffey till July, 1862 ; 
in the Dejence tOl March, 1864; 
in the Sector till July, 1864 ; in the 
Terrible from April, 1865, to Oct , 
1865 ; in the Excellent from Jan., 
1866, to Oct., 1866 ; in the Star from 
Oct., 1866, to Oct., 1870, and in the 
Steam Eeserve at Sheemess from 
July, 1871, to Nov., 1872. Between 
Nov , 1872, and Apnl, 1876, Lieu- 
tenant Cameron was engaged in 
that exploration of Africa which 
has made his name so fami liar 'to 
the British pubhc. He is the first 
Englishman or European traveller 
who has crossed the whole breadth 
of the African continent in its cen- 
tral latitudes beyond the western 
shore of Lake Tanganyika to the 
Atlantic sea coast of Lower Guinea. 
He left England under the auspices 
of the EoySl Geographical Society, 
in charge of the East Coast Living- 
tone Search Expedition. His com- 
panions were Dr. Dillon, Mr. 
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Murpliy-j and Mr. Moffat, but two 
of them died, and the third was 
afterwards left behind After dis- 
covering that Dr Livingstone^’s 
death had destroyed the original 
object of his journey. Lieutenant 
Cameron determiiiod to cross, if, 
liossible, the African continent In 
performing this feat he traversed a 
distance of nearly 3000 miles on 
foot between the east and the west 
ocean shores ; but the most impor- 
tant part of Ins journeyings lay in 
the central interior west of the 
chain of lakes and rivers discovered 
by Dr. Livingstone, which Lieu- 
tenant Cameron found to be con- 
nected with the great river Congo 
issuing to the Atlantic between Lo- 
ango and Angola. Since his return 
to England he has served in several 
of Her Majesty's vessels. In Sept., 
1878, he started on a tour through 
Asia Minor and Persia to India, 
with the object of demonstrating 
the feasibility of constructing a 
railroad from the Mediterranean to 
India without following the course 
of the Euphrates. In 1880 he pub- 
lished a work in two volumes on the 
Euphrates Valley, entitled "Our 
Future Highway.” In 1882 he and 
Captain R. F. Burton undertook a 
journey of exploration in the 
country lying at the back of the 
Gold Coast Colony, and the Council 
of the Geographical Society ac- 
corded them a loan of instruments 
to enable them to make scientific 
observations. The two travellers 
amassed large and valuable collec- 
tions in all branches of natural 
history, and Commander Cameron 
also made extensive surveys. Some 
particulars of his former services 
deserve notice. While in the 
Terrible he jumped overboard after 
a man. He obtained a first-class 
in all subjects in passing for Lieu- 
tenant , and he passed for French 
Interpreter in 18G5. He was senior 
Lieutenant of H.M.S. Star during 
the Abyssinian campaign, for which 
he received a medal j and he was 
employed in lighting, buoying. 


and surveying channels to Ansley 
Bay ; afterwai'ds m the Star on the 
East Coast of Africa, he was engaged 
in the suppression of the slave 
trade, being personally engaged in 
the capture of twenty dhows. He 
was created a C B (civil division), 
and an hon D C L of Oxford, after 
his return from Africa. He has 
received the Founder's Medal of 
the Royal Geographical Society, 
the Grande Mcdaille d'Or of the 
French Geographical Society, the 
Gold Modal of the Portuguese Geo- 
gi'aphical Society, a Gold Medal 
from the King of Italy for his dis- 
coveries in Africa ; and he is 
Officier d'Instmetion (France), an 
Officer of the Crown of Italy, and a 
Fellow of several foreign Geo- 
graphical Societies. Commander 
Cameron is the author of "An 
Essay on Steam Tactics,” 18G5, and 
" Across Africa,” 187G. 

CAMPBELL, Tuh Hon. Sir 
Alexander, K C M.G., Minister of 
Justice in the Canadian Govern- 
ment, was born in 1822 at Hedon, 
near Kmgston-upon-Hull. Though 
born in England he is of Scotch 
descent, and was educated and has 
always resided in Canada. He was 
called to the bar of Upper Canada 
in 18 1'3, created a Queen's Counsel 
in 1850, and in the following year 
made a Bencher of the Law Society 
of Upper Canada. From 1858 until 
Confederation ho represented Cata- 
raqui Division in the Legislative 
Council of Canada, and served for 
a time as Commissioner of Crown 
Lands. Ho took an active pai^t 
in the Quebec Conference which 
resulted in Confederation, and 
became a member of the Cana- 
dian Privy Council at the time 
of the ’union of the British 
American Provinces, and entered 
the Macdonald Government in 
1867, first as Postmaster-General 
and afterwards as Minister of the 
Interior. In 1878, on the forma- 
tion of the Liberal-Conservative 
Administration, Sir Alexander 
resumed the Postmaster-General- 
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ship, and for a time held the port- 
folio of Mmister of Militia. Since 
that period he has acted as leader 
of the Grovernment side in the 
Senate, and in 1881 he exchanged 
the portfolio of Minister of Militia 
for that of Minister of Justice. On 
the 21th of May, 1879, he was 
created a K.C M.G-. 

CAMPBELL, Sir Georoe, M P., 
KC.S.I, D.CL., eldest son of the 
late Sir George Campbell, of Eden- 
wood, elder brother of the first 
Lord Campbell, was bom in 1821 
He entered the Civil Service of 
India in 1812, and at the age of 
twenty-two he was already in charge 
of an important district in that 
distant dependency Prom the 
manner in which he discharged his 
duties, his name was mentioned 
with especial praise by Lord Bal- 
housie, the Governor-General Soon 
after tins Mr. Campbell returned 
home, studied law, and was called 
to the bar at the Inner Temple in 
1851. While here he published 
^'Modern India,'’ 1852, dedicated 
to his uncle, then Lord Chief Jus- 
tice of England, and " India as it 
May Be,” 1853. He was Associate 
of the Court of Queen’s Bench 
from 1851 to 1851, but in the latter 
year he returned to India, where 
he was employed for some years in 
the administration of the country 
as Commissioner of the Cis-Sutlej 
States, Commissioner of the Cus- 
toms and Excise, and Civil Com- 
missioner with the troops which 
occupied the North-West Provinces 
after the Mutiny. In 1858 Mr. 
Campbell was appointed Judicial 
and Financial Commissioner in 
Oude. He was afterwards for some 
years a Judge of the High Court of 
Judicature of Calcutta, and was 
employed as head of the Commis- 
sion to inquire into the fam i ne in 
Orissa. In 1867 he was nominated 
Chief Commissioner of the central 
provmces of India, but returning 
to Scotland in 1868, he became a 
candidate for Dumbartonshire in 
July, in the Liberal interest, but 


retired from his canditature before 
the general election. The next year 
he directed attention to Irish Land 
tenure, by publishing a book on the 
subject. In Jan., 1871, he again 
went to India as Lieutenant-Go- 
vernor of Bengal, but returned 
home early m 1874 to become a 
member of the Council of In^a, 
which again he resigned in 1875, 
when he was elected M.P. for the 
Kirkcaldy burghs. In 1873 he had 
been created a Knight Commander 
of the Star of India. Sir George 
presided over the Economy and 
Trade Department at the Social 
Science Congress held at Glasgow 
in Oct., 1874. He took an active 
part in the agitation on the Eastern 
Question in 1876, as a supporter of 
the policy advocated by Mr. Glad- 
stone, and published a Handy 
Book of the Eastern Question : 
bemg a very recent Yiew of Tur- 
key,” 1876. 

CAMPBELL, The Right Rev. 
James Colquhoun, D.D., Bishop of 
Bangor, son of the late Mr. John 
Campbell, of Stonefield, Argyle- 
shire, by Wilhelmina, daughter of 
the late Sir James Colquhoun, Bart., 
of Luss, Dumbartonshire, was born 
at Stohefield in 1813. Having gra- 
duated in honours at Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge (B.A. 1836 ; M.A. 
1839 ; D.D. 1859), he was appointed 
successively Yicar of Roath, Gla- 
morganshire (1839) ; Rector of the 
popSous town of Merthyr Tydvil, 
Glamorganshire (1844), honorary 
canon of Llandaff (1855), and Arch- 
deacon of Llandaff (1857) He was 
nominated by Lord Derby to the 
see of Bangor, on the death of Dr. 
Bethell, in April, 1859. Dr. Camp- 
bell is the author of several charges 
and occasional sermons. He mar- 
ried, in 1810, Blanche (who died 
1873), daughter of John Bruce 
Pryce, Esq, of Dufiryn, Glamor- 
ganshire, and has issue. 

CAMPBELL-BANNERMAN, 
Hjekrt, M.P., is the second son of 
the late Sir James Campbell, of 
Stracathro, Forfarshire, by Janet, 
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youngest daughter of the late Mr. ' 
Henry Bannennan, of Manchester, 
and was horn in 1836 He was 
educated at the University of G-las- 
gow, and at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge (B.A. 1858 ; M.A 1861) 
In 1872 he assumed the additional 
surname of Bannerman, under the 
will of his uncle, Mr. Henry Ban- 
nerman, of Hunton Court, Kent. 
Mr Campbell-Bannerman, who is 
a magistrate for the counties of 
Lanark and Kent, has represented 
the Stirling district of boroughs in 
the Liberal interest since Dec , 
1868 ; he was Financial Secretary 
at the War Office from 1871 to 
1871'; was again appointed to that 
office in 1880 ; and m May, 1882, 
was nominated to succeed Mr. Tre- 
velyan as Secretary to the Ad- 
miralty. He married in 1860 
Charlotte, daughter of the late 
Maior-Ceneral Sir Charles Bruce, 
KC.B. 

CAMPHAUSEN, Otto, a Ger- 
man statesman, born at Hunshoven, 
near Aix-la-Chapelle, in 1812. He 
studied at the Gymnasium of Co- 
* logne, and the Universities of Bonn, 
Heidelberg, Munich, and Berlin. 
In 1831 he entered the Civil Ser- 
vice ; in 1837 he became an Audi- 
tor, in 18X1 a Rath, in 1815 a 
Geheiinrath, or Privy Councillor of 
Finance. His first important legis- 
lative work was the preparation of 
the Income Tax Act, which was 
laid before the Prussian Landtag 
in 1847 In 1818 he became a 
diplomat on a small scale, being 
attached to the Prussian delegation 
at Frankfort-on-the-Main, which 
watched over the acts of Reichsver- 
weser Archduke John of Austria. 
In 1858 he became Superior Privy 
Councillor of Fmance. For a few 
years he served as President of the 
See-Handlung, an institution which 
administered funds furnished by 
the State for the support and en- 
couragement of commerce. Baron 
von der Heydt relinquished the 
portfolio of Fmance in 1869, and 
Camphausen became his successor. 


He held that post till Nov., 1873, 
and from the latter date till March", 
1878, he was Vice-President of the 
Ministry of State. Ho was a mem- 
ber of the Pinissian Landtag from 
1819 to 1852, and of the Erfurt 
Parliament. He was created a 
member of the Chamber of Peers 
in 1860, and he became a delegate 
to the Federal Council in 1870. 

CAMPHAUSEN, William, 
painter, born at Dusseldorf, Feb 8, 
1810, manifested from his earliest 
years a love of drawing, and after 
completing his college studies, en- 
tered the academy of his native 
town. Being fond of painting 
horses and battles, he for some 
years Domed a regiment of hussars 
to study his subjects close at hand, 
and made long tours in Belgium, 
Holland, Switzerland, Italy, and 
Germany *'The Puritans watch- 
ing the Enemy"' exhibits know- 
ledge of design, able composition, 
and softness of colour. Many of 
his subjects are taken from English 
History , such as " Removal of Pri- 
soners belonging to CromwelTs 
Party,” Cavaliers and Round- 
heads,” “Chaides II. in the Re- 
treat from Worcester,” " Pillage of 
an English Castle by Cromweirs 
Soldiers,” and “ Charles I. at the 
battle of Nasoby.” Ho has painted 
the two pictures of Prince Eugene 
at Belgrade” and ‘'Godfrey do 
Bouillon at Ascalon,” besides pro- 
ducing numerous drawings for il- 
lustrated publications, and among 
others for the Dusseldorf Monthly 
Almanack. 

CANDOLLE, Alphonse Louis 
PiEBRE Pyramus de, the eminent 
botanist of Genova, was born at 
Paris, Oct. 27, 1806, being the son 
of the celebrated Augustin de Can- 
dolle, who died in 181-1, He went 
through a course of study in litera- 
ture and Science at Geneva, and 
then turned his attention to law, 
of which faculty he was admitted a 
doctor in 1829. Finally, however, 
he made botany his exclusive study, 
and heoame first the assistant and 
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subsequently the successor of his 
father. For eighteen years he was 
du-ector of the Botanic Garden^ and 
during the same period he gave lec- 
tures in the Academy of Geneva. 
M. de Candolle was elected a cor- 
respondent of the French Institute 
in 1851, and the following year 
was decorated with the Legion of 
Honour. In June, 1874, he was 
elected a foreign member of the 
French Institute in the place of the 
late Professor Agassiz. His worts 
are- "Monographie des Campa- 
nulees,^' 1830 j "Introduction a 
r^ltude de la Botamque,” 2 vols., 
1834-35, "Surle Musee Botanique 
de M. B. Belessert,^' 1845; "Note 
sur une Pomme de Terre du 
Mexique,^' 1852; "Geographie Bo- 
tamque raisonn4e,” 2 vols., 1855; 
"Lois de la Nomenclature Bo- 
tanique,” 1867; "Constitution dans 
le B^gne Yegetal de Groupes Phy- 
siologiques applicables k la Geogra- 
phic Botanique, Anoienne et Mo- 
derne,” 1874 He also brought out 
a new edition of his father's 
'^Theorie El^mentaire de la Bo- 
tanique,” and continued his "Po- 
^omus Systematis Naturalis Eegni 

CANNING, Sib Samuel, C. E , 
upon whom the responsibility of 
laying the Atlantic Cables of 1865, 
1866, and 1869 devolved, is the son 
of the late Robert Canning, Esq,, 
of Ogboume St. Andrew, Wilt- 
shire. He commenced his career 
as assistant to the late Mr. Joseph 
Locke, C.E., F.B.S., from 1844 to 
1849, and was resident engineer 
during the formation of the Liver- 
pool,Ormskirk,andPreston Railway. 
Since then he has been engaged in 
the manufacture and submersion of 
the most important lines of Sub- 
marine Telegraph Cables, almost 
from their initiation in 1850. He 
was among the pioneers of Atlantic 
Cables, and achieved the submerg- 
ence of the first line of 1858, and 
that of other Atlantic lines. To 
his skOl and energy the success of 
the Atlantic Expedition of 1866 is 


undoubtedly due , he perfected the 
paying out, and the recovering and 
grappling machinery for that cable, 
which so materially aided its sub- 
mersion, and the recovery of the 
cable lost in the preceding year. 
He has also connected England 
with Gibraltar, Malta, and Alexan- 
dria, and laid other important lines 
of cable connecting various coim- 
tries in the Mediterranean, North 
Sea, &c He received the honour 
of knighthood in 1866, a Gold 
Medal from the Chamber of Com- 
merce of Liveiyool, March 14, 

1867, and the insignia of the Order 
of St. Jago d'Espada from the Kmg 
of Portugal. 

CANOYAS BEL CASTILLO, 
Antonio, a Spamsh statesman, born 
in 1830. He made his debut in 
1851, under the patronage of Sefiors 
Rios, Rosas and Pacheco, as’ chief 
editor of the Patria, in which he 
defended Conservative ideas. In 
1854 he was named deputy for 
Malaga, and since that year has 
never ceased to occupy a seat in the 
Cortes. In 1856 he was Charge 
d' Affaires at Rome, and drew up 
the historical memorandum on the 
relations of Spain with the Holy 
See, which served as a basis for ihe 
Concordat. He was then named 
successively Governor of Cadiz in 
1855, Director-General of the Ad- 
ministration from 1858 to 1861, and 
lastly, in that same year. Under- 
secretary of State for the Interior. 
In 1864 the Queen called him to 
the Ministry, together with Mon; 
O'Donnell chose him in 1865 as 
Minister of Finance and the Colo- 
nies, and he had the honour of 
drawing up the law for the abolition 
of the trafBLc in black slaves. Lastly, 
a little before the Revolution of 

1868, he was the last to defend with 
energy in the Cortes the Liberal 
principle when all the parties which 
had supported his doctrine had 
deserted the Parliament. H!is 
greatest title to fame is that of 
having been the first — ^supported by 
Sehors Elduayem, Bugallal, and 
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two others — ^to hoist the standard 
of legitimate and constitutional 
monarchy, in the full Constituent As- 
sembly of 1868, and in face of the 
triumphant Revolution. His fide- 
lity and capacity definitely obtained 
for him the supreme direction of 
the Alfonsist party, and on the pro- 
clamation of Alfonso XII as King 
in Dec., 1874, Seilor Canovas del 
Castillo became President of the 
Council and Chief of the New Cabi- 
net, and he continued to hold the 
Premiership, with the exception of 
an interval of a few months, down 
to 1879, when on the return of Mar- 
shal Martinez Campos from Cuba, 
Seflor Canovas del Castillo retired 
from the Premiership and Marshal 
Campos became Prime Minister, 
accepting as his colleagues the prin- 
cipal associates of Seflor Canovas. 
The shilful resistance of the latter 
delayed and defeated the Marshal’s 
free trade and emancipation pro- 
jects, so that on the reassembling 
of the Cortes (Dec. 1879) ho was 
compelled to resign . Senor Canovas 
del Castillo then returned to power 
early in the year 1881, however, 
his Conservative Cabinet was over- 
1 hr own, and a coalition between 
Seuor Sagasta and Marshal Martinez 
Campos came into office Seflor 
Canovas del Castillo is the author 
of numerous works in moral and 
political sciences, and a History of 
the House of Austria, which is in 
great repute. These publications 
have long since gained him admis- 
sion into the Academy of Madrid. 
In 1875 Seilor Canovas del Castillo 
received the insigma of the Order 
of the Red Eagle from the Emperor 
of Germany, the Grand Cross of the 
Order of the Tower and Sword from 
the King of Portugal, and the Golden 
Eleeoe from the King of Spain. 

CAKROBERT, Pban^ois - Cbr- 
TAiiT, Marshal of Prance and a 
Senator, was bom June 7, 1809, of 
a good family, not in Brittany, as 
has frequently been stated, but at 
St. CerS, in the department of the 
Dot. He entered the military 


school at St. Cyr in 1826, and having 
distinguished himself there, joined 
the army as a private soldier, and 
was soon made sub-lieutenant of 
the 47th regiment of the line He 
became lieutenant in 1832, and m 
1835 embarked for Africa, and took 
part in the expedition to Mascara. 
His services in the povinces of Oran 
were rewarded with a captaincy. 
He was in the breach at the attack 
on Constantine, and was wounded 
in the leg. He received the decora- 
tion of the Legion of Honour about 
this time. In 1816 he became 
Lieutenant-Colonel, and commanded 
the G 1th regiment of the line, which 
was charged to act against the for- 
midable Bou Maza. In 1847 he 
was made Colonel of the 3rd regi- 
ment of light infantry, and in 1848 
was intrusted with the command 
of the expedition against Ahmed- 
Sghir, who had rallied the tribes of 
the Bouaounin insurrection Colonel 
Canrobert pushed forward as far as 
the pass of Djerma, defeated the 
Arabs there, took two sheiks pri- 
soners, and then returned to Bathna. 
He left the 3rd regiment to com- 
mand a regiment of Zouaves, with 
whom ho marched against the 
Kabyles, was again victorious, being 
promoted to the rank of General of 
Brigade, and at the commencement 
of 1850 led an expedition against 
Narah . The Arabs here, eagle-like, 
had their nests among the rocks. 
Canrobert advanced three columns 
to attack the enemy in his retreat, 
and so skilfully combined their fire, 
that in seven hours the Arab strongs 
hold was destroyed. Louis Kapo- 
leon, when President, appointed 
Canrobert one of his aidos-do-camp ,* 
and, shortly after the wholesale 
proscriptions and impiisoninents 
which followed the coup d^^iat of 
Dec. 2, 1851, gave him a commission, 
and very extensive powers, to visit 
the prisons, and select objects of 
his clemency. Upon the formation 
of the Army of the East in 1854, 
he was appointed to the command 
of the first division in the Crimea^ 
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His troops took part in tke "battle 
of the Alma^ and he was himself 
wounded by a splinter of a shelly 
which struck him on the breast and 
hand. Marshal St. Amaud resigned 
six days after the first battle m the 
Crimea^ and the command of the 
Army of the East was transferred 
to G-eneral Canrobert. Although 
commander-in-chiefj General Can- 
robert was again in the the thickest 
of the fight at Inkerman (Nov. 5), 
and whilst heading the impetuous 
charge of Zouaves was slightly 
woundedj and had a horse killed 
under him. In May, 1855, finding 
that impaired health no longer 
permitted him to hold the cMef 
command in the Crimea, he resigned 
to General Pehssier, and soon after 
returned to Prance. He was treated 
with great distinction by the 
Emperor Napoleon, and was sent 
on a mission to the courts of 
Denmark and Sweden. At the 
commencement of the Italian war, 
in 1859, General Canrobert received 
the command of the 3rd corps of 
the Army of the Alps. He exposed 
himself to great danger at Magenta, 
and at Solferino had to effect a 
movement which brought valuable 
-■assistance to General Niel, General 
Canrobert was afterwards made a 
Marshal of Prance, Grand Cross of 
the Legion of Honour, and an 
> Honorary Knight Grand Cross of 
the Bath. In 1860 he married Miss 
Macdonald, a Scotch lady. In 
June, 1862, he commanded at the 
camp of Chdlons, and succeeded 
the Marshal de Castellane in com- 
mand of the 4th corps d^armee at 
Lyons, Oct. 14. Subsequently, he 
was appointed Commander-in-Chief 
of the Army of Paris. At the time 
of the declaration of war by Prance 
against Prussia, in 1870, he had 
the command of an army corps. On 
the 6th of August the Crown Prince 
of Prussia attacked the rmited army 
corps of Gens. MacmahonjDe Pailly, 
and Canrobert, drawn up in position 
at "Woerth, and gained a complete 
victory over the Prench. Marshal 


Canrobert was soon afterwards shut 
up in Metz, with Marshal Bazame, 
and on the capitulation of that 
fortress, he was sent prisoner into 
Germany. After the preliminaries 
of peace had been signed he re- 
turned to Prance, where he met 
with a favourable reception from 
M. Thiers, who did not, however, 
appoint him to any command. 
After having declined the offer of 
a candidature for the National 
Assembly in 1874, in the Gironde, 
and in 1875 in the Lot, Marshal 
Canrobert, after some hesitation, 
allowed Ids name to be proposed 
in the department of Lot, at the 
Senatorial elections of Jan. 30, 
1876, by the party of the Appeal to 
the People, and on the second 
scrutmy he was elected by 212 
votes out of 385 electors, ffis term 
of office expired in Jan., 1879, when 
he again became a candidate for 
the department of Lot, but was 
defeated. Later in the same year, 
however, he was elected Senator 
for Charente, in the room of the late 
M. Hennessy, the distiller. He ac- 
I cepted this unsolicited election as 
a homage paid to the army in the 
person of the doyen of its chiefs.^' 
CANTEEBHET, Arcjhbishop 
OP. See Benson, De. 

CANTD, Cesaeb, historian, was 
born at Brivio, near Milan, Sept 5, 
1805 . When only eighteen years of 
age, he became Professor of Litera- 
tSre in the College of Sondrio, in 
the Yalteline, from whence he went 
to Como, and thence to Milan. He 
embraced the Liberal cause, and 
Ms “ Eeflexions on the History of 
Lombardy in the Seventeenth Cen- 
tury,” published at Milan, excited 
the hostility of the Austrian Go- 
vernment, and he was imprisoned 
for three years. In Ms captivity 
he wrote an Mstorical romance, 
"'Margherita Pusterla,” 1835, a 
work which has often been compared 
to the " Promessi Sposi” of Manzoni. 
He has composed various reliMous 
hymns, and Ms poem Algiso, ' his 
Letture Giovanelli,^^ wMch have 
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passed throiigli more tlian thirty 
editions, and the articles which he 
has contributed to the “ Bibhoteca 
Italiana and the Indicatore ” of 
Milan, have popularized his name 
throughout Italy. He belongs to 
what has been called the Romantic 
School, founded by Manzoni and 
Silvio PelliGO This author has 
published Storia Universale,” 
which has been translated into 
English, French, and Gemian , 
^"History of Italian Literatui-e,” 
1851 ; “ History of the Last 

Hundred Years,” 1852; '"History 
of the Italians,” 1859, "Milano, 
Storia del Popolo e pel Popolo,” 
1871 ; Cronistoria della Indepen- 
denza Italiana,” 3 vols., 1873 , 
"Commento Storico ai Promessi 
Sposi [di Alessandro Manzoni], ola 
Lombardia nel secolo XYII ” 1874 , 
" Donato ed Ercole Silva, Conti di 
Biandrate, eenni biografioi,” con- 
jointly with C. Rovida, 1876 ; and 
" Oaratteri Storici,” 1881 
CAPELj The Right Reverend 
Monsignor Thomas John, D.D , 
was born Oct. 28, 1836. Having 
completed his education by six 
years^ private tuition under the 
Rev J. M. Glennie, B A., Oxon , 
ill the autumn of 1860, he was or- 
dained priest by Cardinal Wise- 
man. In Jan 1854, he became co- 
founder and Vioe-prmcipal of St 
Mary’s Normal College at Hammer- 
smith. Shortly after ordmation he 
was obliged to go to a southern 
climate to recruit his strength. 
When there, at Pan, he established 
the English Catholic mission, and 
was formally appointed its chap- 
lain. Subsequently, his health 
having improved, he returned to 
London, where his sermons and doc- 
trinal lectures in various churches, 
and more especially in the Pro- 
Cathedral at Kensington, soon 
raised him to the foremost rank 
among English preachers. Duiing 
several visits to Rome he also de- 
livered courses of English sermons 
in that city by the express com- 
mand of the Sovereign Pontiff. 


Monsignor Capel, while labouring 
at Pau in the work of "conver- 
sions,” was named private cham- 
berlain to Pope Pius IX., in 1868, 
and after his return to England 
domestic prelate in 1873. With 
returning health Monsignor Capel 
once more took to his work of pre- 
deliction — education — and in Feb. 
1873, established the Catholic Pub- 
lic School at Kensington. He was 
appointed Rector of the College of 
Higher Studies at Kensington— the 
nucleus of the Catholic English 
University— in 1871, by the unam\ 
mous voice of the Roman Catholic \ 
Bishops, and he held that appoint- 
ment until 1878. It is said that 
the Right Rev gentleman intended 
to avoid publishing till he was forty 
years of age, but the attack made 
on the civil allegiance of Catholics 
led him, as a born Catholic, to write 
"A Reply to the Right Hon. W. 
E. Gladstone’s Political Expostu- 
lation,” 1871'. A passage in this 
work gave rise to an animated con- 
troversy between Monsignor Capel 
and Canon Liddon in the columns 
of the Times, respecting the alleged 
dissemination of several distinctive 
Roman Catholic doctrines by the 
Ritualistic clergy in the Anglican 
Church. 

CAPERN, Edward, boi-n at 
Tiverton, Devon, Jan. 29, 1819, is 
the author of "Poems,” published 
in 1850, and now in the third 
edition, a work which attracted 
considerable attention, and pro- 
cured for the author a pension oi 
j 810 per annum (afterwards in- 
creased to .£60) from the civil list. 
In 1859 he published " Ballads and 
Songs,” which was followed by 
" The Devonshire Melodist,” a col- 
lection of the author’s songs, in 
some instances accompanied by hig 
own music. Edward Capern, whe 
has long been known to the world 
as "The Rural Postman of Bide 
ford,” published "Wayside War 
bles,” in 1806, a second edition oj 
which work, greatly enlarged, ap 
peared in 1870. 
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CAEATHEODOBT PASHA 
(Alexander), a native of Constan- 
inople, belongs to one of the most 
distinguished families of the Greek 
community in the Turkish capital, 
and, through his wife, is connected 
with the noble family of the Aris- 
tarchi. He was brought up at Con- 
stantinople till he was sixteen years 
old, when he was sent to the West 
of Europe to complete his studies. 
On his return to Turkey, he was 
employed in the Government offices 
of the Sublime Porte, and soon at- 
tracted notice by his assiduity and 
intelligence. In several capitals of 
Europe he occupied the post of 
Eirst Secretary of Embassy, and 
he was appointed, for the first 
time, Hnder-Seoretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs during the Grand- 
Vizieriat of the late A^ali Pasha. 
About this period he was nominated 
Minister of the Sultan at the Court 
of Eome, where he resided for two 
years. He was recalled to occupy, 
for the second time, the post of 
Under-Secretary of State for Fo- 
reign Affairs. He was sent, as 
chief plenipotentiary of Turkey, to 
the Congress of the Great Powers 
which assembled at Berlin in 1878 
to revise the provisions of the 
Treaty of San Stefano. He had 
been previously raised to the rank 
of muchir. Afterwards he became 
Minister of Public Works, and in 
Hov. 1878 he was appointed Go- j 
vernor-General of Crete. | 

CAEDEH, Sir Eobert Walter, ! 
son of the late James Carden, Esq., 
of Bedford Square, London, was 
bom in 1801 His mother was a 
daughter of the late Mr. John 
Walter, M.P., of the Tames, in 
which journal Sir Eobert is under- 
stood to possess an interest. He 
was gazetted as an officer in the 
82nd foot, but afterwards went on 
the Stock Exchange as a stock and 
share broker, became, in 1849, an 
alderman of the city of London, 
and served the office of Lord Mayor 
in 1857-8. He was the founder of 
the City Bank, was an unsuccessful 


candidate for St. Albans in 1850, 
and procured the disfranchisement 
of that corrupt constituency at his 
own expense. He was returned for 
Gloucester, as a Conservative, m 
1857, was defeated at the general 
election of 1859, though he un- 
seated his opponents on petition, 
and was defeated in a contest for 
Marylebone in April, 1861. Sir 
E. W. Carden is a magistrate for 
Middlesex and Surrey, and a de- 
puty-heutenant for London. He 
married in 1827, Pamela Elizabeth 
Edith, daughter of the late Dr. 
Andrews, of the 19th Foot, (she 
died in 1874). 

GAEL WELL (Yiscount), The 
Eight Hon. Edward Cardwell, 
son of the late John Cardwell, Esq., 
merchant, Liverpool, and nephew 
of the late Eev. Dr. Cardwell, many 
years principal of Alban Hall, Ox- 
ford, and Camden Professor of An- 
cient ffistory in that university, 
was born July 24, 1813, and educa- 
ted at Winchester. He was elected 
to a scholarship at Balliol College, 
Oxford, in 1832, graduated in 1835 
as, a double first-dass, and was 
elected Fellow of his college. In 
1838 he was called to the bar, but 
preferring political to legal dis- 
tinction, he entered Parliament in 
1842 as member for Clitheroe. 
Having supported Sir E. Peel in 
the financial changes of 1845-6, he 
was elected for Liverpool in 1847, 
and was defeated at the general 
election in July, 1852. In Jan. 
1853, he was returned for the city 
of Oxford. Defeated at the gener^ 
election in March, 1857, and one of 
his opponents having been unseated 
on petition, he was elected in July, 
and continued to represent that 
city until his elevation to the peer- 
age. He was Secretary to the 
Treasury from 1845 to 1846, and 
President of the Board of Trade 
under the Coalition ministry, 
of which Lord Aberdeen was the 
head; when he introduced some 
useful and valuable reforms into 
1 the office over which he presided. 
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Thoiigli a member of the Peelite 
party^ Mr. Cardwell accepted the 
post of Chief Secretary for Ireland 
under Lord Palmerston, on his re- 
turn to office in 1859, and held the 
Chancellorship of the duchy of 
Lancaster from July, 1861, till 1864, 
when he succeeded the Duke of 
Newcastle as Secretary of State for 
the Colonies He held the same 
appointment under Earl RusselPs 
administration, and resigned with 
his colleagues in 1866 In Dec. 
18G8, on the foimation of Mr 
Gladstone's Cabinet, he became 
Secretary of State for War, and 
a member of the Committee of 
of Council on Education. When 
the Liberal party went out of 
office he was raised to the peerage 
by the title of Viscount Cardwell 
(Peb. 1874) He was for some time 
an Ecclesiastical Commissioner for 
England, which office he resigned 
in Nov. 1882. While he was at 
the War Office, he proposed and 
carried through Parliament a senes 
of measures, having for their object 
the entire reorganization of the 
British Army, by means of the 
Abolition of Purchase, the intro- 
duction of the " short service " 
system of enlistment, the localiza- 
tion of regiments, the transfer of 
certain powers over the militia 
from the Lords-Lieutenant to the 
Crown, and the placing the militia 
and volunteer forces directly under 
the Generals commanding districts. 
His lordship was one of the literary 
executors of the will of the late 
Sir Bobert Peel, whose Memoirs ” 
he edited conjointly with the late 
Earl Stanhope (2 vols., 1856). He 
married, in 1838, Miss Anne Parker, 
youngest child of the late Mr. 
Charles Stewart Parker of Fairlie, 
Ayrshire. 

C A R L E N, Madame Emilia 
FLTaoARB, novelist, was bom in 
Stockholm, in 1810. Her maiden 
name was Schmidt, and her first 
marriage to a musician named 
Flyggare was an unfortunate one. 
After its dissolution she was mar- 


ried to M. J. G. Carlen, a lawyer 
of Stockholm, known as a poet and 
romancist. He died July 6, 1875. 
Madame Carlen's first novel, '' Wal- 
demar Klein," appeared in 1838, and 
by 1851, an interval of only thirteen 
years, she had published her twenty- 
second work. Amongst the pub- 
lications best known in this coun- 
try are, "Rose of Thistleton," 

Woman's Life," ^^The Birth- 
right," " The Magic Goblet," 
" Ivar, or the Skjut's Boy," " The 
Lover’s Stratagem," Mary Louise," 

Events of the Year," " The 
Maiden's Tower," and “John" 
This by no means exhausts the 
catalogue of this lady’s produc- 
tions, for she is a most prolific 
writer 

CARLINGPORD (Lord) The 
Right Hon. Chichester Samuel 
Parkinson Fortescue, K.P., is the 
youngest son of the late Lieutenant- 
Colonel Chichester Fortescue, of 
Ravensdale Park, co. Louth, some 
time member for Hillsborough in 
the Irish Parliament, and brother of 
Lord Clermont, to whose Irish title 
Lord Carlingford stands as heir pre- 
sumptive. His mother was Martha, 
daughter of the ]ate Mr. Samuel 
Meade Hobson, of the city of 
Waterford. Ho was born Jan. 18, 
1823, and educated at Eton, and 
at Christ Church, Oxford (B.A. 
1814; M.A. 1847). He obtained a 
first class in classical honours, and 
in 1846 gained the Chancellor's 
prize for an English essay on the 
“Effects of the Conquest of Eng- 
land by the Normans." He en- 
tered Pai’liament at the general 
election of 1817 as one of the mem- 
bers for the county of Louth, which 
he represented, in the Liberal in- 
terest, till Fob. 1874, when he was 
defeated. Mr. Chichostor Fortescue 
held a Junior Lordship of the Trea- 
sury imder Lord Aberdeen in 1854- 
55 ; the XJnder-Seoretaryship of 
State for the Colonies in 1857-58 ; 
and again in 1859-05 Ho was 
sworn a member of the Privy Coun- 
cil in 1861. In 18G5 ho was made 
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CMef Secretary fot Ireland^ and lie 
held that post down to June, 1866. 
On the formation of IVEr. G-lad- 
stone^s Cabinet in Dec 1868, he re- 
sumed that of&ce, from winch he 
was transferred in 1870 to the 
Presidency of the Board of Trade. 
Just before retiring from ofBlee in 
Peb. 1874, Mr. Grladstone recom- 
mended the Queen to bestow a 
peerage on Mr Chichester Portes- 
cue, who was accordingly created 
Baron Carlingford In consequence 
of the introduction of Mr. Glad- 
stone's Irish Land Bill in April, 1881, 
the Duhe of Argyll resigned his seat 
in the Cabinet and his office of Lord 
Privy Seal. Lord Carlingford was 
thereupon appointed to succeed His 
Grace in that office, and towards 
the close of the Parhamentary 
Session he had charge of the Land 
Bill dui’ing its passage through the 
House of Lords. In Feb. 1882, he 
was created a Knight of the Order 
of St. Patrick in the room of the 
late Lord Lurgan j and on March 
19, 1883, he was nominated Lord 
President of the Privy Council, in 
succession to Earl Spencer. His 
Lordship is Lord-Lieutenant of 
Essex, a magistrate and deputy- 
lieutenant for the county of Louth, 
a magistrate for Somerset j and a 
member of the Historical Manu- 
scripts Commission. Lord Carlmg- 
ford married in 1863 Prances, , 
daughter of the late Mr. John Bra- 
ham, widow of Mr. G. Harcourt 
and of the seventh Earl Walde- 
grave (she died July 5, 1879) 
There was no issue of the mar- 
riage. 

CARLISLE, Bishop op. (See 
Goodwin.) 

CAELOS (Don), Duke opMadbid 
(Cablos Maria de los Dolores 
Juan Isidoro Josep Francesco 
Quirino Antonio Mioubl Gabriel 
II^pabl), who claims to be the 
legitimate King of Spain by the 
title of Charles TII., was bom 
March 30, 1848. Bus father, Don 
Juan, was the brother of Don 
Carlos- (Charles YI.), known as the 


Count de Montemolin, in support 
of whose claims the Carlist risings 
of 1848, 1855, and 1860 were organ- 
ized. As Charles YI. died without 
children, Jan. 13, 1861, his rights 
devolved upon his brother, Don 
Juan, who had married, Feb. 6, 
1847, the Archduchess Maria Teresa 
of Austria, Princess of Modena. 
Their son, the present Don Car- 
los, who was educated principally 
in Austria, married, on Peb. 4, 1867, 
Margaret de Bourbon, of Bourbon, 
Princess of Parma, daughter of the 
late Duke Ferdinand Charles III., 
Mademoiselle de Prance, Duchess 
of Parma, and sister of the present 
Comte de Chambord (Henry Y. of 
Prance). In Oct. 1868, Don Juan 
abdicated in favour of his son, 
whose standard was raised in the 
north of Spam by some of his par- 
tisans, April 21, 1872. On July 16, 
in that year, Don Carlos published 
a proclamation, addressed to the in- 
habitants of Catalonia, Aragon, 
and Yalencia, calling upon them to 
take up arms in Ms cause, and 
promising to restore to them their 
ancient fiberties; and in the fol- 
lowing December Don Alfonso, the 
brother of Don Carlos, assumed the 
command of the Carlist bands in 
Catalonia. Don Carlos himself 
made his entry into Spain, July 15, 
1873, announcing that he came for 
the purpose of saving the country. 
Since that period the war was 
waged with remarkable vigour, and 
the various governments which 
came into power at Madrid strove 
in vain to dislodge the Carlists 
from their strongholds in the north 
of Spain. When the Republic 
came to an end, and the eldest son 
of the ex-Queen Isabella returned 
to Spain as Alfonso XII., Don Car- 
los issued a proclamation, dated at 
Ms headquarters at Yera, Jan 6, 
1875. In tMs document he says 
that, as “Head of the augipt 
family of the Bourbons in Spain, 
I contemplate with profound sor- 
row the attitude of my cousin 
Alfonso, who, with the ineaperience 
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of his age, consents to he the in- 
strument of the same men who ex- 
pelled him from his fatherland 
with his mother, overwhelmed with 
insults, and outrages. Notwith- 
standing, I do not protest. My 
dignity, and the dignity of my 
army, permit no other protest than 
that uttered with irresistible elo- 
quence by the mouths of our can- 
non. The proclamation of Prince 
Alfonso, so far from closmg agamst 
me the gates of Madrid, opens to 
me, on the contrary, the way for 
the regeneration of our beloved 
country. It is not in vain that a 
new epoch of pretonanism offends 
Spanish pride. It is not in vain 
that my invincible volunteers have 
taken up arms. They who knew 
how to conquer at Epault, at 
Alpines, Monte]ura, Castelfullit, 
Sommorostro, Abuerzuzo, Castillon, 
Cordova, and IJrnieta, will know 
how to prevent a new insult to our 
magnanimous Spain, another scan- 
dal to civilized Europe. Called to 
crush the revolution in our country, 
I will crush it whether it shows 
the savage ferocity of shameless 
impiety, or whether it shelters and 
conceals itself beneath the cloak of 
a pretended piety. Spaniards ! 
By our G-od, by our Spain, I swear 
to you that, faithful to my holy 
mission, I will keep oui* glorious 
flag unstained. It symbolizes the 
saving principles which are to-day 
our hope, and which will be to- 
morrow our salvation."*' The con- 
test was carried on with great 
stubbornness and gallantry by the 
Carlists for more than a twelve- 
month after this j but in Jan. 1876, 
Tolosa, their last stronghold, fell, 
and its defenders, flying in disorder, 
sought refuge on French territory. 
Bon Carlos went to Paris, and in a 
manifesto to the Spaniards, dated 
from the capital, March 3, 1876, he 
said : — Being desirous of putting 
a stop to bloodshed, I forbear con- 
tinuing a glorious, but at present 
fruitless struggle. In the face of a 
great superiority of numbers, and 


in view especially of the sufferings 
of my volunteers, it became neces- 
sary to return the sword to the 
scabbard. I will never sign a con- 
vemo. My flag remains furled un- 
til the moment which God shall fix 
as the supreme hour of redemp- 
tion " On July 18, 1881, Bon 
Carlos was expelled from Prance 
on the ground of his having osten- 
tatiously allied himself with the 
partisans of the Comte de Cham- 
bord. Bon Carlos has five children 
— the Infanta Blanca, born Sept. 7, 
1868 ; the Infante Jaime, Prince of 
the Asturias, born June 27, 1870; 
the Infanta Elvira, bom July 28^ 
1871 , the Infanta Beatrix, born 
March 21, 1874 ; and the Infanta 
Alix, born June 29, 1876. 

CAbLSON, Predbrik Perdi- 
NANP, a Swedish historian, born m 
the province of Upland, June 13, 
1811, was educated in the Univer- 
sity of XJpsala, and after graduat- 
ing there, made a tour through 
Benmark, Germany, Italy, and 
Prance, staying for a considerable 
time in Berlin and Rome. On his 
return in 1836 he was appointed 
Professor of History au TJpsala, but 
the next year he was sent ^r to 
Stockholm to bo tutor to the Prince 
Royal. In 1847, however, he was 
again elected to the Chair of His- 
tory at Upsalaj he represented 
that University in the Biet for 
several years j and in 1863 he re- 
signed his professorship on being 
placed at the head of the Ministry 
of Public Worship at Stockholm 
His great work is a '^History of 
Sweden," the first two volumes of 
which appeared in Swedish and 
German m 1855-G. He is a member 
of the Academy of Sweden. 

CARNARVON (Earl oe). The 
Right Hon. Hknry Howard Moly- 
NBUX Herbert, eldest son of Henry 
John George, the third earl (who was 
an accomplished scholar and poet), 
by Henrietta Anna, daughter of 
Lord Henry T. Molyneux Howard, 
born June 24, 1831, was educated at 
Eton and Christ Church, Oxford, 
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where he graduated as a first-class 
in classics in 1852^ and D C.L in 
1859. Lord Carnarvon, who repre- 
sents a younger branch of the noble 
house of Pembroke, succeeded to the 
title during his minority. Soon after 
taking his seat in the House of Peers, 
he made his maiden speech, on which 
he was highly complimented by Lord 
Derby, who, in 1859, nominated him 
High Steward of the University of 
Oxford. He was TJnder-Secretary 
of State for the Colonies in Lord 
Derby's second admimstration, 
1858-9, and was appointed Secretary 
of State for the Colonies in Lord 
Derby's third administration, June, 
1866. On Feb. 19, 1867, he moved 
in the House of Lords the second 
reading of the Bill for the Confede- 
ration of the British North American 
Provinces, which he truly described 
as one of the largest and most im- 
portant measures that for many 
years it had been the duty of any 
Colonial Minister in this country to 
submit to Parliament Shortly after 
this (March 2) his lordship resigned 
the Colonial Secretaryship on ac- 
count of a difference of opinion re- 
specting Parliamentary Bef orm. At 
the same time, G-eneral Peel, War 
Secretary, and Lord Cranbome (now 
the Marquis of Salisbury) Secretary 
for India, tendered their resig- 
nations, which were accepted. Lord 
Carnarvon, in the speech he de- 
livered in the House of Peers on 
this occasion, avowed that the new 
Eeform Bill would make an entire 
transfer of political power in five- 
sixths of the boroughs, and ex- 
pressed his belief that the Crovem- 
ment were going too far in a demo- 
cratic direction. On the formation 
of Mr. Disraeli's cabinet in Feb. 
1874f, he was for the second time 
appointed Secretary of State for the 
Colonies. He resigned his seat in 
tile Cabinet, Jan. 24, 1878, in con- 
sequence of his disagreement from 
his colleagues as to the policy of 
ordering the British fleet to proceed 
to the Dardanelles. His lordship 
considered this to be a departure 


from the policy of neutrahty which 
the G-ovemment had pledged them- 
selves to preserve as long as neither 
of the belligerents infringed certaia 
conditions which Her Majesty's Go- 
vernment itself had laid down. 
Lord Derby, Foreign Secretary, 
tendered his resignation at the 
same time, but consented to resume 
his post after the order respecting 
the fleet had been countermanded, 
and e:^lanations had been made 
with his colleagues Lord Carnar- 
von is the author of "‘'The Archaeo- 
logy of Berkshire," an address de- 
livered to the Archaeological Asso- 
ciation at Newbury, 1859;" ^^Ee- 
coUections of the Druses of the 
Lebanon : and Notes on their Eeli- 
gion," 1860, being notes of a visit 
to the Bast; and a preface and 
notes to a Eeport on Prison Dis- 
cipline," adopted at the Hampshire 
Quarter Sessions, Jan. 4, 1864. He 
edited, in 1869, " Eemihiscences of 
Athens and the Morea: Extracts 
from a Journal of Travels in Greece 
during 1839, by the late Earl of 
Carnarvon ; ” in 1875# The Gnostic 
Heresies of the First and Second 
Centuries," by the late H. L. Man- 
sell, Dean of St. Paul's, “with a 
Sketch of his Life, Work, and Cha- 
racter;" and he published, in 1879, 
a translation of the “ Agam emnon " 
of jaEschylus. Lord Carnarvon was 
Major in the Bhimpshire Yeomanry 
Cavalry, 1862-8; and is a Deputy- 
Lieutenant and a Magistrate for 
Hampshire, Constable of Carnarvon 
Castle, and Pro-Grand Master of the 
Freemasons of Breland (1875) ; Pre- 
sident of the Society of Antiquaries 
(1878) ; and a member of the Bls- 
torical Manuscripts Commission 
( 1882) . He married firstly, in 1861 , 
Lady Evelyn Stanhope (who died 
in 1875) ; and secondly, Dec. 31, 
1878, Elizabeth Catherine, daughter 
of the late Mr. Henry Howard, of 
Greystoke Castle, Cumberland. 

CAENOT, Lazars HippoIiTte, 
politician, son of the celebrated Car- 
not, bom at Saint Omer, April 6, 
1801, studied the l^w, and bewne 
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an advocate . Later in life he ranked 
as a homme de lettres, edited the 
“ Eevue Enoyclopedique/' *and was 
at one time a disciple of St Simon 
He was elected deputy in 1839, and 
after the revolution of 1818 was ap- 
pointed Minister of Public Instruc- 
tion, but retired July 5. After the 
coup d'dtat, M. Carnot was elected, 
with General Cavaignao, deputy for 
Pans. Both refused the oath, and 
retired into private life In 1863, 
however, he entered theCoi’psLegis- 
latif, but at the general election of 
1869 he was defeated by M. Gam- 
betta. After the Revolution of Sept. 
4, 1870, he was appointed Maire of 
the 8th arondissement of Paris. The 
following year he was elected a re- 
presentative of the department of 
Seine-et-Oise. He voted steadily 
with the Extreme Left. On Leo. 1 5, 
1875, he was elected a Senator for 
Life by the National Assembly.

1842-43, conjointly with David d^An- 
gers; '^De TEsclavage Colonial;” 

L'Allemagne pendant la Guerre 
de la Delivrance,” fragments of 
which were published in 1843; 

Memoires sur Carnot, par son 
fils,” 2 vols., 1861-64; and La 
Revolution Pran^aise,” 2 vols., 
1869-72 

CAENOTA (CoisTDE da) J. Smith 
Athelstakb, born in London, May 
9, 1813, was educated at Salisbuiy, 
by the Rev. G. Eadclifie, D.D. In- 
tended for the law, but having lost 
his father at the age of nineteen, 
he travelled on the continent, and 
in 1835 went to Lisbon, where he 
became private secretary to the 


Marshal Duke de Saldanha, at that 
time Prime Minister of Portugal. 
He was present at and concerned in 
many important events of that 
country's history, and accompanied 
the Marshal in various missions and 
embassies at Vienna, London, Paris 
and Rome He has resided but 
little in England, except during the 
year 184-0, when attached to the Sar- 
duiian Legation in London, of which 
the late Count Pollon was the chief. 
In 18 13 he published in two volumes 
the first edition of his work, the 

Marquis of Pombal,” on which oc- 
casion the Queen of Portugal created 
him a Knight Commander of the 
Order of Christ. He married in 1850, 
and shortly afterwards purchased 
a property in Portugal, where, a 
widower since 1866, he continues to 
reside. By a decree dated Lisbon, 
Aug. 9, 1870, his present Majesty, 
Dom Luiz, was pleased to elevate 
the author to the dignity of " Gran- 
dee of Portugal,” by the title of 
Condo da Carnota. In 1871 a second 
edition of the " Marquis of Pombal” 
was published in one volume. The 
Conde da Carnota has since written 
“ Memoirs of the Life and Eventful 
Career of the Duke do Saldanha, 
soldier and statesman,” 2 vols., 1880. 

CARPENTER, Alfred, M.D., 
was born at Eothwell, Northampton- 
shire, May 28, 1825, his father being 
a medical practitioner of that place, 
to whom, after finishing his general 
education at Moulton Grammar 
School, in Lincolnshire, he was ap- 
prenticed at the age of 14. Two 
years later he became a pupil of Mr. 
Percival, at the Northampton In- 
firmary, where he remained for 
three years, returning at the ex- 
piration of that period to Eothwell 
to assist his father. Next he be- 
came assistant to Mr. J. Syer Bris- 
towe, at Camberwell, and in 1847 
he e;titered St. Thomas's Hospital. 
He was the first student who gamed 
a scholarship at that institution, 
and he also held in succession the 
posts of Resident Accoucheur and 
House Surgeon. He took the 
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M.E.C.S. and L.S A. in 1851, and m 
1852 became associated in practice 
with the late Dr. Westall, of Croy- 
don, in which town he has since 
contimied to reside. Dr. Westall 
having retired in 1860, Mr. Car- 
penter entered into partnership first 
with Mr. Whitlingj and afterwards 
with Dr. H. T. Lankester. Mr. 
Carpenter graduated MB. at the 
University of London in 1855, and 
M*D. in 1859. In 1860 he became 
medical attendant upon Dr. Sumner, 
Archbishop of Canterbury, and he 
was afterwards medical adviser to 
Archbishops Longley and Tait. In 
1859 Dr. Cai’penter was appointed a 
member of the Croydon Local Board 
of Health, on which he continued to 
serve, actmg occasionally as chair- 
man, until his election as President 
of the Council of the British Medi- 
cal Association in 1879, His con- 
nection with the Board of Health 
was fruitful of results in the in- 
terests of sanitary science. He was 
chiefiy mstrumental in the exten- I 
sion and successful working of the | 
Croydon Sewage Farm, and the 
Pubhc Baths at Croydon were like- 
wise established by him. To his 
exertions also, was due the ventila- 
tion of the sewers. In 1870 he was 
appointed a magistrate for Surrey. 
Dr. Carpenter has filled numerous 
local offices of importance. He has 
been President of the Croydon 
Literary and Scientific Institute, of 
the Croydon School of Art, of the 
Microscopical Club and Natural 
History Society, and of the Croydon 
Temperance Society. He also took 
an active part in the estabhshment 
of the Croydon Cottage Hospital and 
of the Croydon Provident Dispen- 
sary. In 1878 he was Orator of the 
Medical Society of London, and took 
for the subject of his discourse 
“Alcoholic Drinks.” He has also 
been a member of the Health Com- 
mittee of the Social Science Associa- 
tion, and Vice-Chairman of the 
Council of the Sanitary Institute. 
He was President of the Health'See- 
tion at the Croydon Sanitary Con- 


gress in 1872, and in Dec. 1881 he 
presided over the Domestic Health 
Section at the Brighton Congress. 
Dr. Carpenter is Examiner in Public 
Health in the University of London, 
and a member of the Court of Ex- 
aminers at the Apothecaries' Com- 
pany. In 1881 he was nominated a 
member of the Eoyal Commission 
appointed to inquire into the con- 
dition of the London hospitals for 
small-pox and fever cases, and into 
the means of preventing the spread 
of infection. Among his lite- 
rary productions are. '^A History 
of Sanitary Progress in Croydon,” 
1856 ; Hints on House Drainage,” 
1866 ; “ Physiological and MeciSni- 
cal Aspect of Sewage Irrigation ; ” 
a course of “ Lectures on Preventive 
Medicine,” delivered at St. Thomas's 
Hospital in 1877 ; " Alcoholic Drinks 
as Diet, as Medicmes, and as Poi- 
sons ; ” Influence of Sewer Gas on 
Public Health;” “Causation of 
Epidemic Disease ; ” “ Address on 
Public Medicme,” delivered before 
the British Medical Association at 
Sheffield in 1876 ; “ The First Prin- 
ciples of Sanitary W ork ; ” apaper on 
the “ Causation of Scarlatina,” read 
before the Society of Medici Offi- 
cers.of Health, 1881 ; the chapter on 
“ Medical Etiquette ” in Glenn's 
Manual of Laws affecting Medical 
Men ; ” a paper on Fogs and Lon- 
don Smoke,” read before the Society 
of Arts in Nov. 1880, which com- 
munication was initiated by a cor- 
respondence in the Times, and which 
resulted in the establishment of an 
Exhibition now held at South Ken- 
sington ; “ Health at School ; ” and 
a series of articles on School Sur- 
gery ” m the Practical Teacher* 
CABEUTHEES, WinniAM, 
F.E S , F.L.S, was bom at Moffat, 
Scotland, in 1830, and educated at 
the academy there, and afterwards 
at the University and New College, 
Edinburgh. He entered the British 
Museum as Assistant in the De- 
partment of Botany in 1859 ; and 
succeeded Mr. J. J. Bennetb, as 
Keeper of that Department, on his 
Q 
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retirement in 1871. Mr. Carruthers 
has conducted many original inves- 
tigations on living and fossil plants, 
and has published numerous me- 
moirs on fossil botany in the jour- 
nals and transactions of learned 
societies. He re-edited Lindley and 
Hutton^s '' Fossil Flora,” and was 
afterwards engaged in preparing an 
account of the fossil plants of 
Britain, supplementary to that 
work. 

CAEUS, The Eev. William, 
M. A , born in 1804, was educated at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where 
he graduated B A. in the highest 
honours both in classics and mathe- 
matics in 1827, and was elected 
Fellow of his college. He was 
Senior Fellow and Senior Bean of 
Trinity College, Incumbent of Great 
St. Mary’s, and a select preacher in 
the university in 1851, 1859, and 
1866 ; was appointed a Canon Resi- 
dentiary of Winchester, Vicar of 
Romsey, and Rural Dean in 1851 j 
and is Proctor for the Chapter in 
Convocation He is the author of 

Memoirs of the late Rev. Charles 
Simeon.” A Greek Testament prize, 
called the Carus Prize, in remem- 
brance of his long services there, 
has been established in the Uni- 
versity of Cambridge. 

CARVALHO-MIOLAN, Madame 
Marie Caroline, a celebrated 
French vocalist, born at Marseilles, 
Deo. 31, 1827, attended M. Duprez’ 
class at the Paris Conservatoire from 
18‘43 to 1847, and gained the first 
prize for singing. She made her 
ddbut in 1849, at the Op^ra Comiquo, 
whore, between that date and the 
end of 1854, she either reproduced 
or created a number of well-known 
characters in " Giralda,” Le Pro 
aux Olercs,” “La Cour de C^li- 
mfene,” and “Les Noces de Jean- 
nette.” In 1853 Mdlle. Miolan be- 
came the wife of M. L4on Carvaille 
or Carvalho, who, since 1849, had 
been a singer at the Op4ra Comique. 
This union was a most unhappy one. 
In 1856, whilst his wife was engaged 
as first cantatrice at the Th^tee 


Lyrique, M. Carvalho happened to 
be the principal creditor of the 
management of that theatre, and 
the result was that the licence was 
transferred to him. In 1862 he was 
appointed its manager, but fortune 
was not favourable to him, and 
eventually he was made a bankrupt 
A judicial separation was obtained 
by his wife, who, it appeared, had 
not received for four years a smgle 
shilling of her salary. Madame 
Carvalho-Miolan played m her hus- 
band’s theatre, with great applause, 
the principal parts in “La Fan- 
chonette,” “ Les Noces de Figaro,” 
“La Reine Topaze,” “Mireille,” 
and other popular pieces Durmg 
the season of 1860 she appeared at 
the Italian Opera in London, where 
she achieved a brilliant success. 
Since that time she has sung both 
on the stage and at concerts in this 
and other countries. Madame Cai’- 
valho-Miolan possesses a voice of 
wonderful flexibility and compass, 
and can render, without apparent 
effort, the most difficult musical 
phrases. 

CASHEL, Bishop oe. ( 8 ee Day, 
Dr) 

CASSAGNAC. (Seo Granibr de 
Cass AON AC.) 

CASTELARYRISSOLL,Emilio, 
a Spanish politician, born in 1832, 
became notorious, early in his 
career, in consequence of his ex- 
treme democratic and socialistic 
opinions, which ho expounded in 
various Liberal journals. For a 
time he was Professor of History 
and Philosophy in the University 
of Madrid, and in 1866 ho took a 
leading paid: in the revolutionary 
movement, which was put down by 
Serrano. On this occasion he was 
condemned to death, but ho made 

f ood his escape, and sought refuge 
rst at Genova and afterwards m 
Franco. When the revolution 
brolke out in Sept. 1868, he re- 
turned to his native country, and 
was one of the most energetic 
leaders of the republican move- 
ment. He exerted himself to the 
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utmost in order to bring about tbe 
establishment of a republic, but at 
the general election for the Con- 
stituent Cortes in Feb. 1869, the 
republicans succeeded in returning 
only a small proportion of their 
candidates, among whom, however, 
was Sehor Castelar. In the discus- 
sions respecting the new constitu- 
tion of Spam Seuor Castelar advo- 
cated, but unsuccessfully, the 
prmciple of republican institutions 
In June, 1869, he vigorously op- 
posed the project of a regency, and 
he was also concerned in the repub- 
lican msurrections which occurred 
in October of that year. In the 
government chosen by the Cortes 
after the abdication of King 
Amadeo, Seiior Castelar was Mm- 
ister of Foreign Affairs. On Aug. 
24, 1873, he was elected President 
of the Cortes by 135 votes against 
73, but he vacated that post on 
Sept 6, when he was nominated 
President of the Executive Power. 
His first measure was the proroga- 
tion of the Cortes and the assump- 
tion of dictatorial power He next 
took energetic, but ineffectual, 
measures to suppress the Carlist 
insurrection, and despatched the 
Mmister of War in person to Cuba 
to protect Spanish interests in that 
island. When, however, the Cortes 
re-assembled on Jan. 2, 1874, it re- 
fused by 120 votes against 100, to 
pass a vote of confidence in Presi- 
dent Castelar, who resigned. There- 
upon G^eneral Pavia, as Captain- 
G-eneral of Madrid, forcibly dis- 
solved the Cortes, and ap^inted a 
provisional government with Mar- 
shal Serrano at its head. Soon 
after the pronunciamiento in favour 
of Alfonso XII., Seiior Castelar 
quitted Madrid and proceeded to 
Geneva, Jan 1875. While in that 
city, being disgusted at the educa- 
tional decree promulgated by the 
Spanish Government, he resigiied 
the Chair of History in the Univer- 
sity of Madrid, March 6, 1875. 
Subsequently he returned to Spain, 
and succeeded, though not without 


considerable difficulty, m obtaining 
a seat in the Cortes, as Deputy for 
Madrid, at the elections of Jan. 
1876. He was elected a member of 
the Spanish Academy in 1871, but 
he did not deliver his reception 
speech till April 25, 1880. Seiior 
Castelar has wintten, " Ernesto,

su Poema,” 1857 ; Legendas Popu- 
lares," 1857 ; Ideas Democrati- 
cas,'^ 1858 , La Civilizacion en los 
cinco primeros siglos del Cnstia- 
nismo.

CASTILLE, Charles - Hippo- 
LTTE, romancist and jornmalist, the 
son of a colonel of artillery, bom 
at MontreuxL-sur-Mer, Nov. 8, 1820, 
studied at Douai and Cambrai, and 
was afterwards employed in the 
office of Public Works. Having 
been dismissed for neglecting his 
duties, he turned his attention to 
literature, his first contributions to 
which appeared in Le Mus^e des 
Faimllcs. He has written a num- 
ber of romances which have become 
popular, though, as they belong to 
the "horrible school,” he charges 
Q 2 
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his pictures with the most sombre 
colours . His chief work is " Histoire 
de la Seconde Hcpublique Fran- 
9aise/^ published in 1854-5, and he is 
best known in England by a series of 
historical and political biographies, 
published in 1856-7. In 1858 he 
published “Parallfele entre C6sar, 
Charlemagne, et Hapoleon,^^ and in 
1859,* " Histoire de Soixante Ans 
1789-1850 ” He continues to write 
in the French magazines and 
journals. 

CAULFIELD, Richabd, LL.D , 
F.S.A., was bom in the city of 
Cork, April 23, 1823, and educated 
at the Bandon Endowed School and 
Trinity College, Dublin, where he 
graduated BA. in 1845, taking 
subsequently the degrees of M A. 
and LL.D. He was appointed 
Librarian of the Eoyal Institution, 
Cork, in 1864 , and Librarian of the 
Queen’s College, Cork, under the 
royal sign manual in 1876. Dr. 
Caulfield was elected a correspond- 
ing member of the Society of 
Antiquaries of Normandy in 1859 ; 
a Fellow of the Society of Anti- 
quaries of London in 1862 j and an 
honorary member of the Royal 
Academy of History, Madrid, in 
1882. He is editor of the Journal 
of the Royal Historical and Archceo- 
logical Association of Ireland; 
“ Sigilla Ecclesiss Hibernica) Illus- 
trata,” Cork, 1853 ; Rotulus Pipte 
Clonensis, ex orig. in Registro 
Eccles. Cath. Clonensis asservato, 
&c.,” Cork, 1859 ; Lecture on the 
History of the Bishops of Cork',” 
Cork, 1864 j ^'Annals of St. Pin

CAvE, The Hon. Sir Lewis 
William, was bom July 3, 1832, 
at Desborough, in Northampton- 
shire, where his father owned a 
small estate He was educated at 
Rugby, under the Archbishop of 
Canterbury (Dr. Tait), and had 
among his contemporaries there 
Mr. G. J. Qoschoii and Mr. Godfrey 
Lushxngton, the Assistant Under- 
secretary for Homo Affairs. In 
1851 ho was elected to an Exhibi- 
tion at Lincoln College, Oxford, on 
the foundation of Lord Crewe, 
which he held until 1855, in which 
year he took hisB.A. degree, having 
been placed in the 2nd class classics 
in the final examination. In 1856 
he was admitted as a student at 
the Inner Temple, and in August 
of the same year married Julia, 
daughter of the Rev, C. P. Wat- 
kins, Yicar of Brixworth, North- 
amptonshire. During his course 
of study he read with Mr. Tatham, 
the conveyancer, Mr. Dodgson, the 
pleader, now one of the Masters of 
the High Court, and Mr. (now Mr 
Justice) Field. In 1859 he obtained 
a cortincato of honour in the exa- 
mination of students, and in June 
of that year was called to the bar 
at the Inner Temple, In the fol- 
lowing year he joined the Midland 
circuit, the lexers of which at 
that time were the late Mr. Macau- 
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lay^ Q C., Mr. (now Sir John) 
Mellor^ Q.C., and Mr. Serjeant 
(afterwards Mr. Justice) Bfayes. 
When Northampton and Leicester 
were severed from the Midland 
circuit and added to the Norfolk 
circuit in 1863, Mr. Cave continued 
to go the Midland circuit, which 
was increased by the adchtion of 
Yorkshire, but when, in 1875, 
Yorkshire was taken from the Mid- 
land circuit, to form with North- 
umberland and Durham the new 
North-Eastern circuit, Mr Cave, 
together with his contemporaries, 
Mr. Eitzjames Stephen, Q.C., and 
Mr. Alfred Wills, Q.C., elected to 
leave the Midland and join the 
new circuit. Mr. Cave was ap- 
pointed a revising barrister in 
1865, and held the office until he 
obtained a silk gown in 1875. In 
1873 he was appointed Eeeorder of 
Lincoln. Mr. Cave was elected a 
Bencher of his Inn in 1877, and in 
the same year was made a Com- 
missioner of Assize for the autumn 
circuit. In 1880 he was appointed, 
together with Mr. Hugh Cowie, 
Recorder of Maldon and Saffron 
Walden, and Mr. Edward Ridley, 
formerly M.P. for South North- 
umberland, a Commissioner to in- 
quire into the eadstence of corrupt 
practices at Parliamentary elec- 
tions at Oxford. In March, 1881, 
Mr. Cave was apjwinted one of the 
Justices of the High Court, and in 
April received the honour of knight- 
hood, along with Mr. Justice Ma- I 
thew. Mr. Justice Cave has edited ' 
several law books. From 1861 to 
1865, in conjunction with the Hon. 
E. Chandos Leigh, Q.C., he edited 
the reports of the Court for the | 
Consideration of Crown Cases Re- 
served. In 1861 Mr. Cave, in 
conjunction with Mr. Bell, eited 
the seventh edition of Stone’s 
^'Practice of Petty Sessions.” In 
1869 he edited the sixth edition, 
and in 1875 the seventh edition of 
Addison’s Treatise on the Law of 
Contracts,” and in 1879 he edited 
the fifth edition of the same author^s 


^'Law of Torts.” While at the 
bar Mr. Justice Cave had the re- 
putation of being a sound lawyer 
rather than a brilliant advocate ; 
and although he had a large and 
varied business in his circuit, his 
name will not be found connected 
with any of the sensational cases of 
his time. 

CAYLEY, Ajbthtdb, P.R.S., 
D.C.L , LL D., son of the late 
Henry Cayley, Russia merchant, a 
relative of the family of Cayley of 
Brompton, in Yorkshire, born at 
Richmond, in Surrey, in 1821, was 
educated at King’s College, Lon- 
don, and Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, where he graduated B.A. 
in 1842 as Senior Wrangler and first 
Smith’s Prizeman. He was succes- 
sively Scholar and Fellow of his 
College, was called to the bar at 
Lincoln’s Inn in 1849, and has 
since practised as a conveyancer. 
In 1863, on the institution of the 
professorship, he was elected Sad- 
lerian Professor of pure mathe- 
matics in the University of Cam- 
bridge. On Oct. 8, 1875, he was 
elected to a foundation Fellowship 
of Trinity College, Cambridge, in 
accordance with the provisions of 
the 22nd section of the College 
Statutes, which enables the Master 
and 16 Fellows whose names are 
first on the roll to elect to a Founda- 
tion Fellowship a Professor or 
Public Lecturer in the University, 
as long as he holds the Professor- 
ship. He is a Fellow of the Royal 
and of the Royal Astronomical 
Societies, the Cambridge Philo- 
sophical Society, the London 
Mathematical Society, and has con- 
tributed on mathematical subjects 
to the Transactions of these and 
other societies, and to various 
British and foreign mathematical 
journals. He has been chosen a 
correspondent of the French Insti- 
tute for the section of Astronomy, 
and an honorary member, associate, 
or correspondent of several other 
societies. Professor Cayley received 
the degree of D.C D. from the Uni- 
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versity of Oxford in 1864^ and that 
of LL.D., from the University of 
Dublin in 1865. He was President 
of the Eoyal Astronomical Society 
in 1872-73. He received the hono- 
rary degree of Doctor of Mathe- 
matics and Physics from the Uni- 
versity of Leyden, in Feb , 1876 
In Nov 1882, the Copley Medal of 
the Eoyal Society was awarded to 
him for his numerous profound 
and comprehensive researches in 
pure mathematics. 

CECIL, Lord Eustace Henry 
Brownlow GtascoynBjM.P., second 
surviving son of the second Marquis 
of Sahsbury, by liis first wife Frances 
Mary, daughter of the late Bambcr 
G-ascoyne, Esq., was born in London 
in 183 J<, and educated at Harrow 
School, and at the Eoyal Military 
College, Sandhurst He entered the 
army as ensign in the 43rd Light 
Infantry in 1851 ; served at the Capo 
of Good Hope, in India, and in the 
Crimea , and retired as captain 
and lieutenant-colonel, Coldstream 
Guards, in 1863. He represented 
South Essex in the House of Com- 
mons in the Conservative interest 
from July, 1865, to Dec., 1868, since 
which date he has sat for the western 
division of the same county. Lord 
Eustace Cecil, since he has been in 
Parliament, has always taken a g rcat 
interest in military education, and 
the suppression of adulteration. 
He moved for a Eoyal Commission 
in 1866 to inquire into the state of 
Sandhurst and Woolwich, and lost it 
only by a narrow division He moved 
again for a Eoyal Commission to 
inquire into military education in 
1868, and that time was successful, 
and served as a member of the com- 
mission. He was mainly instru- 
mental, together with Mr. Muntz, 
M.P, for Birmingham, in passing the 
Adulteration Act of 1872. Lord E. 
Cecil IS the author of ‘^Impres- 
sions of Life at Home and Abroad.’^ 
When Mr Disraeli came into office 
in Feb. 1874, he appointed Lord 
Eustace Cecil Surveyor-General of 
the Ordnance, His lordship held 


that office till the resignation of the 
Conservative party in April 1880 
He married in 1800 Lady Gertrude 
Louisa, fourth daughter of fha 
second Earl of Eldon. 

CEEEITO, Francesca, called 
Fanny, a celebrated dancer, born 
in Naples, March 11, 1821, is the 
daughter of an old soldier of the 
Empire. While quite a child she 
was distinguished for great natural 
grace and vivacity She made her 
first appearance in 1835, at the San 
Carlo theatre, in a ballet called 
“ The Horoscope,” and created 
great enthusiasm, and afterwards 
danced at the principal theatres of 
Italy She was at Vienna for two 
years, and was a favourite every 
season from 181*0 to 181*5, in Lon- 
don, where she danced the famous 
pas tie quatre with Taghoni, Carlotta 
Grisi, and Lucille Grahn. About 
this time she was married to a 
distinguished dancer and violinist, 
M. A St. Leon, from whom she was 
separated in 1850. Mdme. Cerrito, 
who was called the “ FouHh 
Grace/* composed jointly with M. 
Theophile Gautier, the “Gipsy,” 
“ Gemma,** and other ballets She 
is now residing in Paris. 

CESNOLA (Count), Luigi 
Palma di, LL.D., born at Turin, 
Italy, July 21), 1832. He graduated 
at the Eoyal Military Academy at 
Turin in 1850, and served in the 
Italian army dunng the Crimean 
war. In 1860 he went to New York, 
where he gave lessons in French and 
Italian. When tlie civil war broke 
out, ho formed classes for instruc- 
tion in military tacti(js and cavalry 
exercises, and was soon made 
Colonel of a volunteer regiment of 
cavalry. In Juno, 1863, he was 
wounded and made prisoner. After 
a captivity of nine months, he was 
exchanged, took part in the closing 
operations of the war, and was 
breveted as brigadier-general. In 
the spring of 1865, having become 
a citizen of the United States, he 
was appointed consul at Lamaca, in 
the island of Cyprus, where he com- 
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menced the excavations which have 
made him famous Among the 
ruins of a temple in the neighbour- 
hood he dug up a bronze vase con- 
taining some 600 coins of the time 
of Philip and Alexander of Macedon, 
and the Ptolemies. Subsequently 
he took a summer residence at Dali, 
twenty miles from Lamaca, occupy- 
ing the site of the ancient Idalium, 
once noted for the temple of the 
Cypriote Venus. Here he opened 
more than 15,000 tombs, and secured 
many objects of interest. He was 
stiH more successful at G-olgoi, 
in the immediate neighbourhood, 
where he discovered the buried 
foundation of the ancient temple of 
Venus, and exhumed nearly 1000 
statues and statuettes, mostly in a 
good state of preservation. In 1870 
his collection was examined by an 
agent for the Imperial Museum at 
St. Petersburg, who estimated the 
whole number of objects at about 
13,000. The Emperor Napoleon at 
this time made a hberal offer for the 
collection, which he proposed to pre- 
sent to the Imperial Museum of the 
Louvre ; but before Cesnola^s letter 
of acceptance reached Paris, the Em- 
peror was a prisoner. In 1872 he sent 
the whole collection to London for 
sale. The vessel by which the coins 
were sent was burnt at sea, and they 
were lost. The collection was exa- 
mined by experts from the British 
Museum, who fully recognised its 
value ; but there were no funds im- 
mediately available for its purchase. 
A few American gentlemen sub- 
scribed the sum required (more 
than .£15,000), and thus secured it 
for the projected Metropolitan 
Museum of Art in New York. 
Cesnola devoted the proceeds of this 
sale to further researches, in the 
course of which he traversed almost 
every square league of the island of 
Cyprus His most important "find^' 
was on the deserted site of the an- 
cient Curium. Here he found the 
most considerable ruins yet dis- 
covered on the island. In the 
course of his excavations he dis- 


covered four subterranean cham- 
bers, in which were found a large 
number of ornaments of gold, 
armlets, necklaces, bracelets, pre- 
cious stones, rings, and engraved 
gems of the most exquisite work- 
manship, and which, taken together, 
form a complete history of the 
glyptic art from the earhest times 
to the period of its highest perfec- 
tion. The '' Curium Ih^easures ” 
have also been purchased for the 
New York Metropolitan Museum 
of Art, of which in 1879 he was 
made Director. The entire Cesnola 
Collection, the exhumation of which 
occup 

all of them unique, and many of 
them of the highest archseological 
and ethnologic^ value. G-eneral 
Cesnola has published a narrative 
of his operations, under the title 
Cyprus : its Ancient Cities, Tombs, 
and Temples,^^ 1878. 

CETEWAYO, King of Zululand, 
is a son of King Dmpanda, who 
long reigned over that country. In 
1856 six of King Dmpanda^s sons 
were slain in a battle with Cete- 
wayo, waged with them for the 
purpose of furthering his own 
ambitious purposes. Cetewayo 
overcame his brother Dmbulazi, 
and virtually TTing Dmpanda was 
superseded in favour of his vic- 
torious son. In 1859 a sort of 
coalition was patched up. King 
Dmpanda was declared to be too 
old to work or fight, but not too 
old to think ; so that Cetewayo was 
taken in to share the duties of 
royalty, the father being termed 
the head and the son the feet of 
the nation. Dmpanda died m 1873. 
He had been tlmrty-five years on 
the Zulu throne, and during his 
reign peace had been constantly 
maintained with the English. After 
the term of mourning prescribed by 
Zulu etiquette for the death of his 
father, iSie coronation and instal- 
lation of Cetewayo, who had prac- 
tically assumed the government of 
Zululand since 1857, took place in 
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the presence of the Secretary for 
Native Affairs, Mr. (afterwards Sir) 
Theophilus Shepstone. In the year 
1878 Sir Bartle Frere, Q-ovemor of 
Cape Colony, visited Natal in his 
capacity of the Qneen^s High Com- 
missioner for South Africa. He 
regarded Cetewayo's military power, 
which had been built up with so 
much tyranny, as a constant menace 
to Natal and the Transvaal. There- 
fore he sent an ultimatum, which 
was delivered to Cetewayo's mes- 
sengers on Dec 11, calling upon 
him to make reparation for certain 
alleged outrages on British subjects, 
to disband his formidable army, to 
abandon his tyrannical system of 
government, and to accept a British 
Resident. Cetewayo returned no 
answer ; and on Jan. 11, 1879, the 
term of grace allowed by Lord 
Chelmsford, the commander-m- 
chief, having expired, 18,000 British 
troops entered Zululand. The war, 
which was signalised at its com- 
mencement by the terrible disaster 
at Isandhlwana, so gallantly re- 
trieved by the stubborn defence of 
the post at Rorke^s Drift, was 
brought to a close by the battle of 
TJlundi (July 4), where Lord 
Chelmsford defeated and dispersed 
the Zulu army. Cetewayo escaped 
and fled into the bush, but was 
captured on Aug. 28 by Major 
Marter The terms of peace offered 
by Sir G-amet Wolseley, who had 
superseded Lord Chelmsford in the 
chief command, were accepted by 
the chiefs and the people j and 
Zululand was organized in thirteen 
separate governments, with a 
British Resident exercising control 
over all Cetewayo was detained 
as an Imperial jirisoner in the 
Castle at Cape Town, but in Jan. 
1881, he was removed to a farm in 
the country called Oude Molen, 
which had been purchased expressly 
for his accommodation ; the object 
being to give him all reasonable 
indulgence and freedom, subject to 
such regulations as might be neces- 
sary for his safe detention, After- 


wards he petitioned to be released 
and it was arranged that he should 
be brought to England in the fol 
lowing year The ex-Eng arrived 
at Pl^outh Aug. 3, 1882, and 
immediately came to London, where 
he occupied a private house, which 
had been prepared for him and his 
suite by the Government in Mel 
bury Terrace, Holland Park, South 
Kensington He visited the Earl 
of Kimberley at the Colonial Office 
Mr. Gladstone in Downing Street" 
the Queen at Osborne, and the 
Prince and Princess of Wales at 
Marlborough House. An announce- 
ment was made in the House of 
Lords on Aug. 15 that Her Majesty's 
Government had made arrange- 
ments for the restoration of cSe- 
wayo to a portion of his former 
dominions, with certain safeguards 
and conditions Shortly afterwards 
(Sept. 1) Cetewayo left England, 
and returned to his own country, 
but was not received with much 
enthusiasm by the natives. Dis- 
turbances arose shortly afterwards 
CHABAUD-tATOUR, Baron 
OE, Fkanc;ois Ernest Henri, a 
French general and statesman, 
born at Ntmos, Jan. 25, 1801, was 
educated in the Polytechnic School, 
and became a captain of engineers 
in 1827. He took part in the con- 
quest of Algeria in 1880, and in the 
siege of Antwerp in 1832, and he 
assisted in the fortification of Pans 
In 1837 he entered the Chamber of 
Deputies as a staunch Conservative. 
After the Revolution of 1818 he 
withdrew from political life ; but, 
under the Empire, he commanded 
the Engineers in Algeria. Ho 
became a general of division in 
1857, and was placed on the reserve 
list in 1809. During the war witn 
Germany, ho was pnncipal com- 
inandor of the Engineers in Paris, 
exhibiting great activity and 
promptitude in the preparations 
for the siege. On peace being 
concluded, he received the Grand 
Cross of the Legion of Honour, and 
he was elected a member of the 
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Assembly for the department of the 
Card, while his son was returned 
by the department of the Cher. 
He 3omed the Eight Centre j and 
as he showed a warm interest in 
military questions, the Committee 
on the Fortification Scheme ap- 
pointed him their reporter. In 
June, 1874, he was nominated 
Minister of the Interior, and he 
held the o£B.,ce till May, 1875. 
G-eneral Chabaud-Latour supported 
the late M. Q-uizot and the Orthodox 
party in the Protestant Synod in 
them Contest with M. Athanase 
Coquerel and his adherents. M. 
le Baron de Chabaud-Latour was 
President of the Committee of For- 
tifications He was elected Senator 
for life by the department of the 
Card in Hov., 1877 
CHADBOXJEHE, Paul Ansel, 
D.D., LL.D , bom at Berwick, 
Maine, IJ.S., Oct. 21, 1823, gra- 
duated at Williams College in 
1848, and became Professor of 
Natui'al History and Chemistry in 
Bowdom College, Maine, and Wil- 
liams College, Mass., Senator of 
Massachusetts 1865 and 1866. He 
became President of the University 
of Wisconsin in 1867, and held this 
position until his election as Presi- 
dent of Williams College in 1872, 
when he succeeded the distinguished 
metaphysician. Dr. Mark Hopkins. 
Dr. Chadboume's chief work has , 
been in natural history, and he has | 
spent much time and money in 
scientific pursuits. He has headed 
several scientific expeditions, and 
is perhaps the only man living who 
has gone over all those northern 
countries of the Vikings — ^the Faroe 
islands, Denmark, Norway, Sweden, 
Iceland, Greenland, Labrador, and 
Newfoundland. He is the author 
of works on natural history and 
natural theology ; “ The ReLations 
of Science to Religion ; ” and In- 
stinct in Men and Animals."^ 
CHADWICK, David, youngest 
son of John and Rebecca Chadwick, 
was born at Macclesfield, Dec. 23, 
1321, He was educated at Man- 


chester, and in 1843 commenced 
business as a professional account- 
ant. In 1844 he was appointed 
Treasurer to the Corporation of 
Salford, and retained that office till 
1860. He took an active part in 
the establishment of the Salford 
Royal Free Libraiy and Museum, 
Peel Park, and of the Salford 
Working Men's College, and was 
the first treasurer of both mstitu- 
tions He was Honorary Secretary, 
and afterwards President, of the 
Manchester Statistical Society, and 
was the first President of the Man- 
chester Institute of Aecotmtants 
He was elected M P. for Maccles- 
field in 1868, and was re-elected in 
1874. In 1880 he was again re- 
turned for the same constituency, 
but on petition the election was 
declared void. No new 'writ was 
issued, and a Royal Commission 
declared in March, 1881, that ex- 
tensive bribery had prevailed. He 
was sometime a member of the 
Council of the London Statistical 
Society, and wrote a history of the 
rate of wages in Lancashire in 200 
trades and occupations during 
twenty years, 1839 to 1859 He is 
also the author of various essays 
on Parliamentary Representation, 
Working Men's Colleges, Poor 
Rates and Principle of Rating, 
Water Meters, Financial Aspect of 
Sanitary Reform, the Equitable 
Adjustment of the Income-Tax, 
and Joint Stock Companies. He is 
a prize essayist and associate of 
the Institute of Civil Engineers, 
and head of the firm of Chadwicks, 
Collier, and Co., accountants, of 
London and Manchester. He 
erected and established the Mac- 
clesfield Free Library, and pre- 
sented it to the Corporation , and 
was one of the founders of the 
Globe Cotton Spinning and Manu- 
facturing Company in that town. 
He married, first, Louisa, youngest 
daughter of William Bow, Esq , 
of Broughton, and, second, IJrsula, 
eldest daughter of Thomas Sopwith, 
Esq., M.A., CtE., F.R.S., of New- 
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castle - on - Tyne and W estniins- 
ter. 

CHADWICK, Edwin, C B., 
social economist, born in 1801, was 
called to the bar in 1830. His first 
publication was an article in the 
Westminster Review, in 1828, on 
Life Assurances. He attracted the 
notice of Jeremy Bentham, who 
bequeathed to him pai*t of his 
library and a small legacy. When 
Lord Grey^s Grovernment issued the 
Commission of Inquiry into the 
Administration of the Poor-Law, 
Mr. Chadwick was appointed As- 
sistant-Commissioner, and his in- 
vestigations in the rural districts 
were of great service. He was 
engaged on the Commission of 
Inquiry into the Labour of Young 
Persons in Factories, intended to 
protect young children engaged 
chiefiy in cotton-mills from physical 
deterioration by overwork j and 
although its object, with respect to 
the securities for an efficient system 
of half-time instruction, was de- 
feated, the foundation was laid for 
the system of Q-overnmontal inspec- 
tion, since extended to labour in 
mines and other branches of in- 
dustry. Mr Chadwick was appointed 
one of the Commissioners for pre- 
paring the Eeport on the Adminis- 
tration of the Poor-Ljiw. The 
measures adopted were chiefly 
remedial, and for the direct repres- 
sion of abuses ; but Mr. Chadwick 
urged a preventive course,including 
the industrial training of children 
separately from adult paupers in 
district schools, and the entire 
abolition of the law of settlement. 
In 1838 he obtained the consent of 
the Poor-Law Commissioners to a 
special inquiry into the local and 
preventable causes of disease, and 
the improvement of habitations in 
the metropolis. This inquiry, after- 
wards extended to the whole of 
England and Wales, was undertaken 
by Mr. Chadwick, in addition to 
his laborious duties as Secretary to 
the Poor-Law Commission. From 
the former investigations proceeded 


the Sanitary Report, proposing a 
venous and arterial system of w^er 
supply and drainage for the im- 
provement of towns, and works for 
the application of sewage to agri- 
cultural production In 1843 he 
produced a report on interments in 
towns, which laid the foundation of 
legislative measures on that sub- 
ject. In 1839 Mr. Cliadwick was 
appointed on the Constabulary 
Force Commission for the preven- 
tion of offences, the detection of 
offenders, and the organization of 
the police forces. In 1848 he was 
appointed a Commissioner of the 
General Board of Health for im- 
proving the supplies of water, and 
the sewage, drainage, cleansmg, 
and paving of towns. Upon the 
reconstruction of this Board, in 
1851', wlien it was placed under 
political chiefs who are changed 
with the Governnient,Mr Chadwick 
retired with a pension In 1848 
he was honoured with a civil 
Companionship of the Bath ; and 
in 185^1i his aid was sought by 
Government in framing measures 
for the improvement of the civil 
service. Ho has since published a 
paper on its reoi’ganization, more 
especially on the results of competi- 
tive examinations for appointments, 
and on the necessity of further 
securities to insure promotion in 
the public service. He has pub- 
lished in the Transactions of the 
Statistical Society papers read there, 
and at the British Association, on 
the principles of competition for 
private as well as for public service. 
In 1858 he read a paper at the 
Liverpool meeting of the Association 
for the Promotion of Social Science, 
on the application of sanitary 
science to the protection of the 
Indian army, which led to the 
appointment of a Commission on 
that subject. In 1859-CO he 
examined, in aid of the Education 
Commission, and collected evidence 
laid before Parliament, on the 
results of good voluntary half-time 
schools, the ofiecta of physical 
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training, including the naval and 
military drill, in good distiict 
pauper schools on the half-time 
system, the results of voluntary 
combinations of educational means, 
and the division of educational 
labour, on the principles of the 
district schools, and the great 
savmg of time and expense and 
improvement in mental and bodily 
power obtainable thereby. In the 
Transactions of the British Asso- 
ciation he pubhshed a paper read 
at Oxford on the physiological as 
well as the psychological limits to 
mental labour. 

CHAILLIJ, Paul B. Du. (See 
Du Chaillu.) 

OHALLEMEL-LACODE, Paul 
Abmand, a French Senator, bom at 
Avranches (Manche), May 19, 1827, 
studied at Paris m the lyceum of 
Samt Louis, entered the Kormal 
School in 1846, and was first in the 
competition for graduation in philo- 
sophy in 1849. He was sent as Pro- 
fessor of Philosophy to the lyceums 
of Pau and Limoges. Arrested and 
imprisoned after the coup d'4tat, and 
then banished from France, he with- 
drew to Belgium, where he delivered 
lectures with success, and next to 
Switzerland, where he was appomted 
Professor of French Literature in 
the Polytechnicon of Zurich. 
After the amnesty he returned to 
his native country (1859), and con- 
tributed articles on literature, art, 
and philosophy to the Temps, the 
Bevue Nationale, the Bevue des Qours 
scienUJiques et Ixitiravres, the Bevue 
Modeme, of which he became 
manager, and the Bevue des Deux 
Mondes. In 1868 he established, in 
conjunction with Messieurs Brisson, 
AUain-Targe, and Gambetta, the 
Bevue Politique, of which he under- 
took the management, and conse- 
quently underwent a conviction for 
publishing the lists of subscriptions 
for a monument to the representa- 
tive Baudin. Appoii^ted Piceiect of 
the Eh6ne after the 4th of Sept., 
1870, he was called upon to admi- 
nister the affairs of the turbulent 


city of Lyons in circumstances of 
extreme difficulty. It is true that 
he did not succeed m preventing 
excesses there, but it is urged on 
his behalf that his authority was 
counterbalanced and held m check 
by the Committee of Public Safety. 
He resigned this office Feb 6, 1871, 
and on Jan. 7, 1872, he was elected 
Deputy m the Eadical interest for 
the Bouches-du- Ehdne In the 
Chamber he distinguished himself 
by his eloquence and his readiness 
and calmness in debate. On Jan. 
30, 1876, he was elected a Senator 
by the department of the Bouches- 
du-Eh6ne. M. Challemel-Lacour 
was mixed up at about the same 
period in two important law-suits. 
One of these was brought by the 
Brothers of Christian Doctrine of 
the commune of Caluire, in the De- 
partment of the Eh6ne, whose es- 
tablishment had been occupied by 
troops during the war. After pro- 
longed arguments, and notwith- 
standing a ministerial decree of 
April 10, 1878, which declared that 
the Prefect had acted in the name 
of the State, the Court of Cassation 
sent back the case to the Court of 
Dijon, which, on Jan. 30, 1879, con- 
demned M. Challemel-Lacour and 
his associates in 97,243 francs 
damages. The second action was 
brought by M. Challemel-Lacour 
against La France Nouvelle, a Le- 
gitimist journal, which had charged 
him with cheating at play in a club, 
and the defendants were condemned, 
on Jan. 6, 1879, to pay a fine of 2000 
francs and 10,000 francs costs. A 
few days afterwards (Jan. 14) he 
was sent to Berne as ambassador to 
the Swiss Coi^ederation. On June 
11, 1880, he was nominated ambas- 
sador to the Court of St. James's, in 
succession to M. L^on Say. On his 
appointment being made known in 
this country, Mr. O'Donnell asked 
in the House of Commons whether 
he was the same person as the Citi- 
zen Challemel-Lacour who, as one 
of the Prefects of the Provisional 
Government of Sept. 4, 1870, ordered 
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the massacre of Colonel Carayon 
Latour's battalion, and had been 
condemned to pay ^63000 compensa- 
tion for his share in the plunder of 
a convent dui*ing the same period. 
Receiving an unsatisfactory reply 
from Sir C. Dilke, the TJnder-Sec- 
retary for Foreign Affairs, Mr. 
O'Donnell proposed to move the ad- 
journment of the House. Mr. Glad- 
stone thereupon rose to move That 
Mr. O'Donnell be not heard," but it 
was ruled that the motion for ad- 
journment was not out of order, 
though, in the event, that motion 
was, after an angry debate, nega- 
tived by 245 votes against 149. M. 
Challemel-Lacour continued to be 
Ambassador in London till Feb. 
1882, when he was recalled at his 
own request In the Cabinet formed 
by M. Jules Ferry m Feb. 1883, M. 
Challemel-Lacour held the portfolio 
of Foreign Affairs. M. Challemel- 
Lacour was one of the founders, 
and IS chief editor, of the R6~ 
^Mique Fmn<;aisQ. He has pub- 
lished La Philosophie Individua- 
liste," an essay on Humboldt, in the 
'' Biblioth^que de Philosophie Con- 
temporame," 1864 , a translation of 
Ritter's "History of Philosophy," 
with an introduction, 3 vols., 1861 j 
and he edited the works of Madame 
d'Epmay, 2 vols., 18(39. 

CHAMBERLAIN, Joseph, M.P., 
eldest son of the late Mr. Josoiih 
Chamberlain, a member of one of 
the City Companies, was born in 
London in 1836. His mother was 
Caroline, daughter of Mr. Henryk 
Harben. He was educated at Uni- 
versity College School, and after- 
wards became a member of a firm of 
wood-screw makers at Birmingham 
{Nettlefold and Chamberlain) , which 
his father had joined in 1854. He 
retired from business in 1874 shortly 
after the decease of his father. Mr. 
Chamberlain had at this time ob- 
tained a certain local celebrity in 
consequence of his advanced Radical 
opinions and the fluency of speech 
with which he^ expressed them in 
one of the Binningham debating 


societies. In 1868 he was appointed 
Chairman of the first Executive 
Committee of the Education League, 
and in November of the same year 
a member of the Birmingham Town 
Council. In 1873 he became Chair- 
man of the Birmingham School 
Board, of which he was first elected 
a member in 1870. Mr. Chamber- 
lain IS also an Alderman of Birmino-- 
ham, and was three times succes- 
sively elected Mayor of the Borough 
(187J'-75-7G). His name was first 
brought before the general public 
in Feb. 1874, when he came forward, 
at the general election, to oppose 
Mr. Roebuck at Sheflield. He was 
not successful, the numbers polled 
being li<,193 for Roebuck, 12,858 for 
Mundella, and 11,053 for Chamber- 
lain. In June, 1876, he was re- 
turned for Birmingham, to fill up the 
vacancy occasioned by Mr. Dixon's 
retirement from Parliamentary life. 
In the House of Commons Mr. 
Chamberlain chiefly attracted no- 
tice by hiB advocacy of the Gothen- 
burg system of licensing places 
where intoxicating liquors are sold. 
He is in favour of disestablishment 
and of compulsory secular educa- 
tion. At the general election of 
April, 1880, he was returned with 
Mr. Muntz and Mr. Bright, the 
three Liberals gaining a large ma- 
jority over the (Jonservative candi- 
dates, Major F. Burnaby and the 
Hon. A. O. C. Calthorpe. On the 
formation of Mr. Gladstone's Ad- 
ministration immediately after that 
election, Mr. Chamberlain was nomi- 
nated President of the Board of 
Trade, with a seat in the Cabinet, 
Mr. Chamberlain lias contributed 
several ai'ticles to the Fortnightly 
Review, viz., "The Liberal Party 
and its Leaders " (Sept. 1873) ; 
" The Next Page in the Liberal Pro- 
gramme” (Oct. 1874); and "The 
Right Method with the l^ublieans ” 
(May, 1876). He is President^ of 
the Birmingham School of Design 
and Chairman of the National Edu- 
cation League. 

CHAMBERLAIN, Sib Nsvii^nE 
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Bowles, K.C.B., G-.C S I., the se- 
cond son of the late Sir Henry 
Chamberlain, Bart, (who was for 
some years Consul-General and 
Charg4 d^ Affaires in Brazil), horn 
at Eio, Jan. 18, 1820, was appomted 
to the Indian Army in 1836. He 
served as a subaltern with much 
distinction in Affghanistan and 
Scinde, and was wounded at Kan- 
dahar and at Ghuznee. In 1842 he 
was attached to the Govemor- 
Generars body-guards, and m 1843 
appointed Deputy-Assistant Quar- 
ter-master-General to the Army. 
In 1848 he was nominated by Lord 
Dalhousie one of his aides-de-camp, 
and commanded the 8th Irregular 
Cavalry, attached to the army in 
the Punjaub. In 1855, having pre- 
viously discharged some important 
civil duties as military secretary to 
the Chief Commissioner (Sir John 
Lawrence), he was placed in com- 
mand of a force of irregular troops, 
which he retained until the breaking 
out of the Indian mutiny. On the 
death of Col. Chester before Delhi, 
Col. Chamberlain (then brigadier- 
general) succeeded to the post of 
Adjutant-General of the Bengal 
Army, and was severely wounded in 
the sortie of July 18. He was nomi- 
nated a C.B. in 1857, and, in reward 
for his services in lie mutiny, was 
appointed aide-de-camp to the 
Queen. He afterwards gained dis- 
tinction by his services against the 
hill-tribes, and has been wounded 
more frequently than any other 
officer of his years and standing in 
the service. He was advanced to 
the rank of Lieutenant-General in 
May, 1872 ; appointed Colonel of the 
Bengal Infantry in May, 1874; a 
member of Council of the Governor 
of Madras in 1875 ; and Commander- 
in-Chief of the Madras Ai’my in 
Dec. 1875. In Aug. 1878, he was ap- 
pointed the head of the English 
special mission to Cabul. This 
mission was abruptly stopped by the 
refusal of the Ameer of Affgha n is- 
tan’s officer at Ali Musjid to permit 
it to advance (Sept. 21). 


CHAMBEES, Sib Thomas, Q C , 
M.P., son of Mr. Thomas Chambers, 
bom at Hertford, in 1814, was edu- 
cated at Clare Hall, Cambridge, 
and was called to the bar at the 
Middle Temple in 1840. He repre- 
sented the borough of Hertford in 
the House of Commons from July, 
1852, to July, 1857. In the latter 
year he was elected Common Ser- 
j'eant of London, and in 1861 he 
was appointed one of Her Majesty’s 
Counsel. In 1865 he was elected 
one of the members for Maryle- 
bone, which borough he has con- 
tinued to represent down to the 
present time in the Liberal interest. 
In Parliament his name has been 
principally identified with pro- 
posals to subject convents to perio- 
dical inspection by paid officials of 
the State, and with a measure for 
legalising marriage with a deceased 
wife’s si^er. He was knighted for 
his judicial services in 1872, and 
elected Eecorder of London, Peb. 
5, 1878, in the room of Mr. Eussell 
Gurney, resigned. 

CHAMBEES, The Eight Eev. 
Walter, D.D., was for some time 
senior missionary at Borneo, and 
subsequently archdeacon of Sara- 
wak, and commissary and exami- 
ning chaplain to Dr. Macdougall, 
the first bishop of Labuan and 
Sarawak, on whose resignation, in 
1868, he was appointed to succeed 
him in the see. He was conse- 
crated in Westminster Abbey, June 
29, 1869. He resigned his see in 
1879. 

CHAMBOED, Henbi-Chables- 
Pebdinand - Mabie - Dieudonne- 
d’Abtois, Comte de Chambobd 
and Due de Bobdeaux, head of 
the elder branch of the Bourbons, 
born in Paris, Sept. 29, 1820, is 
son of Prince Charles Perdinand 
d’ Artois, Due de Bern, who was 
assassinated in March, 1820, and of 
the Princess of the two Sicilies, the 
famous Duchesse de Berri. He was 
baptised with great pomp with 
water brought from the Jordan by 
Chateaubriand. "The child of 
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miracle/' as he was called, received 
the title of Count de Chambord 
from the castle of that name, 
which was bought for him by pub- 
lic subscription. Although Charles 
X., soon after the outbreak of the 
revolution of 1830, resolved to abdi- 
cate m his favour, and in presence 
of the troops assembled at Bam- 
bouillet, made a proclamation 
under the title of Henry V., the 
Due de Bordeaux was compelled 
to quit the country. Having spent 
some time at Holyrood, he travelled 
in G-ermany, Lombardy, Borne, and 
Naples, to complete his education 
In 181*3 he resided in Belgrave 
Square, where he made a kind of 
political claiming the crown 

of France, and receiving, with all 
the etiquette of a court, such legi- 
timists as Chilteaubriand, de Fitz- 
James, and Berryer. In 1853 a 
compact was said to have been con- 
cluded between the Count de 
Chambord and the princes of the 
house of Orleans, by which the 
claims of the elder and younger 
branches of the house of Bourbon 
were arranged j but no attempt 
was then made to carry out the 
arrangement by putting forward a 
candidate for the throne supported 
by both parties. In 181*0 the duke 
had married the Princess Maria- 
Theresa, eldest daughter of the 
Duke of Modena. They have no 
children, and it appears probable 
that the Count will be the last of 
the elder branch of the Bourbons. 
After the disaster of Sedan, and 
the consequent fall of the empire, 
the Count de Chambord addressed 
from the Swiss frontier, under date 
Oct. 9, 1870, a proclamation to 
France, in which he promised that 
the foreigner should be expelled 
from the country and the integrity 
of its territory inaintamed if the 
people would rally round him, " to 
the true national government, 
having right as its foundation and 
honesty as its principle." On Jan. 
7, 1871, another proclamation, con- 
taining a protest against the bom- 


bardment of Pans, was addressed 
by him to all the governments of 
Em’ope. After the communist in- 
su^rrection, the meeting of the 
National Assembly at Versailles 
and the excitement produced by the 
speeches of the members of the 
Extreme Bight, the Count issued, 
on the 8 th of May, a manifesto by 
which he endeavoured to dispel the 
popular prejudices against the 
" traditional monarchy," declaring 
that so far from claiming unhmited 
power, his only wish was to labour 
for the re - organization of the 
country, and “at the head of all 
the House of France to preside 
over her destinies, while submitting 
with confidence the acts of the 
Government to the bond fide control 
of representatives freely elected." 
He admitted, besides, that “the 
independence of the Holy See was 
dear to him, and that he was re- 
solved to obtain for it ef&cacious 
guarantees j " and he added, “ that 
he was not a party, and that he did 
not wish to return in order to reign 
with a pai*ty 5 " also that he did not 
“ desire to exercise any dictatorship 
but that of clemency, because in 
his hands, and in his hands only, 
clemency was also justice." This 
manifesto ended with the cele- 
brated phrase, “The word rests 
with France j the time with God " 
In another proclamation, dated 
from Chambord, July 5, 1871, he 
assumed for the first time in a pub- 
lic document the title of King. 
The repeal of the laws of exile 
having permitted the Chief of the 
House of Bourbon to return to 
Franco, the Count visited Paris, 
and stayed fot* some time at Cham- 
bord, where many supporters of the 
Legitimist cause waited uiion him. 
Groat expectations were now enter- 
tained of a fusion between the 
Legitimists and the Orleanists, but 
these were rudely dispelled by 
another manifesto in which the 
Count de Chambord, while admit- 
ting universal suffrage and consti- 
tutional government with the two

Chambers, denied the legitimacy of 
the conquests of the fievolution, 
which he termed "^a revolt of a 
minority contrary to the wishes of 
the country/^ Above all, he re- 
fused to "allow the standard of 
Henry lY., of Erancis I., and of 
Joan of Arc, to be snatched from 
his hands , ” and in conclusion he 
said, " Frenchmen ! Henry Y. can- 
not abandon the White Flag of 
Henry lY/^ At the same time he 
announced his intention of volun- 
tarily withdrawing into exile in 
order not to give, by his presence 
in France, new pretexts for the 
agitation of men^s minds. Accord- 
ingly, he went to Geneva, and from 
thence to Lucerne. In Jan. 1872, 
the rumour of a fusion between the 
two branches of the royal family 
was agam revived Journals, sup- 
posed to be well-informed, even 
went so far as to speak of the 
Count de Paris as "the Dauphin," 
and hinted that Henry Y. would 
abdicate after reigning a short 
time ; but the Count de Chambord 
formally contradicted all such re- 
ports by a letter (Jan. 25, 1872), in 
which he re-aflSrmed his fidelity to 
his principles, and stated his deter- 
mination never to abdicate or to 
become ^^the Legitimist King of the 
devolution." In the following 
month a document, the text of 
which was kept secret, but which 
was, in fact, a programme of a con- 
stitutional government, was signed 
by 280 Deputies, and presented to 
the Count at Antwerp, whither he 
had repaired to receive the homage 
of his subjects and the communica- 
tions of ius friends ; but the Libe- 
rals in the Belgian Chamber com- 
plained of the Coimt's presence in 
the country, and he in consequence 
soon afterwards retired to Frohs- 
dorf . However, the fusion of the 
two branches of the family, so long 
delayed, was at last accomplished 
on Aug. 5, 1873, when the Count de 
Paris had an interview with the 
Count de Chambord at Frohsdorf, 
and acknowledged him as the Head 


of the doyal House of France. In 
that and the succeedmg month the 
belief that the restoration of Henry 
Y to the throne of his ancestors 
was at hand spread all over France. 
The Count de Chambord received at 
Frohsdorf, Oct 12, a deputation 
from the Eight Party in the 
national assembly, and the different 
sections of that party held meet- 
mgs to consider the means of re- 
establishing the monarchy But to 
the chagrin of his friends the Count 
addressed to M. de Chesnelong, 
who had been the medium of com- 
munication between him and his 
adherents, a letter in which he ex- 
pressed opinions so reactionary in 
their character as to render his 
restoration impracticable. In this 
latter, dated Salzburg, Oct. 27, he 
declined to submit to any conditions 
or to give any guarantees, and he 
concluded as follows: — "My per- 
sonality is nothing; my principle 
is everything. France win see the 
end of her trials when she is willing 
to understand this. I am a neces- 
sary pilot — ^the only one capable of 
guidmg the ship to port, because I 
have for that a mission of autho- 
rity. Tou, sir, are able to do much 
to remove misunderstandings and 
prevent weaknesses in the hour of 
struggle. Your consoling words on 
leaving Salzburg are ever present 
to my mind. Fi^ce cannot perish, 
for Christ still loves his Franks ; 
and when God has resolved to save 
a people. He takes care that the 
Sceptre of Justice is only put into 
hands strong enough to hold it," 
The Count de Chambord issued 
another manifesbo to the French 
people July 3, 187-1. Since then he 
has written several letters in sup- 
port of his principles and claims. 

CHAHDLEE, Chahles Frede- 
rick, Ph.D., M.D., LL.D., bom at 
Lancaster, Massachusetts, Dec. 6, 
1836. He studied at the Lawrence 
Scientific School of Harvard College, 
and afterwards at the Universities 
of Gottingen and Berlin, receiving 
his degree of Ph.D. at Gottingen in 
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1856. In 1857 he was placed in 
charge of the chemical department 
of Union College, and in 1858 was 
appointed to the Chair of Chemistry 
in the Ifew York College of Phar- 
macy, In 1864 he was made Pro- 
fessor of Analytical Chemistry in 
the School of Mmes connected with 
Colnmhia College, New York. In 
1865 he was appointed chemist to 
the New York Metropolitan Board 
of Health, of which he became 
President in 1873. In 1870, m 
connection with his brother, he 
established the American Chemist^ a 
monthly periodical, in which the 
results of his principal investiga- 
tions have appeared He became 
connected with the New York Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons in 
1872. He has published “ The 
Inaugural Dissertation,” 1856 j 
''Eeport on Water for Locomo- 
tives,” 1865 j Examination of 
Yarious Hooks and Minerals,” 
which appeared in the geological 
reports of Iowa and Wisconsin ; "In- 
vestigations on Mineral Waters,” 
and papers on the water supply of 
cities, on petroleum, on the purifi- 
cation of coal-gas j and has prepared 
the successive annual reports of the 
Board of Health j and has also con- 
tributed numerous scientific articles 
to Johnson's " Universal Cyclo- 
paedia,” 1874-77. 

CHANNINC, William Henry, 
was bom in Boston, May 26, 1810. 
He graduated at Harvard College 
in 1829, and at the Cambridge 
Divinity School in 1833, and was 
ordained at Cincinnati in 1855 He 
has been pastor of several rehgious 
societies in America. In 1857 he 
came to England, and succeeded 
Mr. James Martineau as minister 
of the Hope Street Unitarian 
Chapel in Liverpool. Eeturning to 
America about 1866, he was for a 
time minister of a Unitarian Church 
m Washington. In the winter of 
1869-70 he delivered a course of lec- 
tures before the Lowell Institute at 
Boston. Subsequently he returned 
to England. He has contributed

CHAO PHA CHULALONKOEN, 


first or prmcipal Kmg of Siam, 
second son of the preceding king, 
Chao Pha Mongkout, was born 
Sept. 27, 1854, and ascended the 
throne on the death of his father, 
Oct. 1, 1868. During his minority 
the regency was intrusted by the 
Eoyal Council to the Minister of 
War, Chao Pha Sri Sury Wongse. 

CHAPMAN, General Sir Fre- 
derick Edward, G.C B , son of 
Eiohard Chapman, Esq., of Gatchell, 
Somersetshire, was bom in British 
Guiana, m 1816. After passing 
through the Eoyal Military Aca- 
demy at Woolwich, he entered the 
corps of Eoyal Engineers in 1835, 
became a captain in 1846, a colonel 
in the army in 1855, and a lieu- 
tenant-colonel of the Eoyal Engi- 
neers in 1859 . At the commencement 
of the year 1854 he was sent on a 
special mission to Constantinople, 
and was employed in surveying the 
positions m Turkey previous to the 
arrival of the British army in that 
country. Colonel Chapman was 
present at the battles of the Alma 
and Inkerman, served throughout 
the siege of Sebastopol, durmg the 
early part of which he was director 
of the left attack, and dui’ing the 
latter part executive engineer to 
the forces As a reward for his 
valuable services he received a 
medal with three clasps, the Sar- 
dinian and Turkish medals, the 3rd 
class of the Medjidie, besides being 
appointed a Companion of the Bath 
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and an Officer, of tHe Legion of 
Honour. He was made a Hnight 
Commander of the Order of thi 
Bath in 1867, and attained the rank 
of Major-General the same year 
Sir Frederick held the post of Go- 
Yernor and Commander-in-Chief of 
Bermuda from 1867 to 1870, and 
that of Inspector-General of Forti- 
fications and Director of Works 
from the last date to 1875. He 
became a Lieutenant-General in the 
army, and a Colonel-Commandant 
of the Eoyal Engineers in May, 
1872 ; and was advanced to the 
brevet of General in Oct. 1877. 
In the latter year he was created a 
G.C.B. He was placed on the 
retmed list in 1881. 

OHAED, Majoe John Eoijse 
Mebbiott, y.C., was born Dec 21, 
1847, being the second son of the 
late Mr William Wheaton Chard, 
of Pathe, Somerset, and Mount 
Tamar, Devon, by Jane, only 
daughter of the late Mr. John Hart 
Brimacombe, of Stoke Climesland, 
Cornwall. He was educated first 
at the Plymouth Hew Grammar 
School, and subsequently for a brief 
period under private tutors. Then 
he prosecuted his professional 
studies at Woolwich, and obtained 
his commission in the Eoyal 
Engineers July 16, 1868. After 
two years at Chatham he went to 
Bermuda, where, he was employed 
for three years on the fortifications 
near Hamilton for the defence of 
the dockyard and naval anchorage. 
Coming on leave to England on -Qie 
death of his father, he was sent 
to Malta to complete his foreign 
service, remaining about two years 
employed on the new forts tiiere. 
On his return to England he was 
quartered at Aldershot, and took 
part in the Army Manoeuvres. 
After a short stay at Chatham he 
went to Exeter (Western District) 
for about two years. Ordered from 
there to Aldershot to join the 5th 
company of Eoyal Engineers on the 
mobilization of the Army Corps for 
the Bast, he went with the com- 


pany to Chatham, and embarked 
with it for Natal, Deo 2, 1878, 
arriving at Durban early in Jan. 
1879. The disastrous occurrence at 
Isandhlwna took place on Jan. 22, 
ten days after the beginning of 
actual hostilities by Lord Chelms- 
ford's army. In the afternoon of 
that day Lieutenant Gonville 
Bromhead and Lieutenant Chard, 
who, with eighty men of the 24th 
Eegiment, had been left in charge 
of the commissariat post at Eorke's 
Drift, ten miles in the rear of the 
column which was intercepted at 
Isandhlwna, first received intima- 
tion of the disaster from fugitives 
maki^ for the Drift. Lieutenant 
Co^hilL had come from the fight at 
Is^dhlwna by order of Colonel 
PuHeine to summon reinforce- 
ments ; and from Eorke's Drift he, 
with others, rode away to communi- 
cate with Helpmakaar, and was 
killed by Zulus while crossing the 
river. Seeing an attack imminent, 
a barricade was hastily thrown up 
under Lieutenant Chard's direc- 
tion ; the men using for this pur- 
pose a number of bags, biscuit tins, 
and other matters belonging to the 
commissariat stores, being part of 
the time under fire. The attack 
was made soon after dark by at 
“east 8000 Zulus, and the fight was 
cept up during the greater part of 
the night. The zSus got inside 
die barricade six times, and were 
as often driven out at the point of 
the bayonet. In the meantime 
another body of Zulu troops passed 
to the rear of the military hospital 
and set fire to it. At dawn the 
attacking force withdrew, for Lord 
■/hehnsford's column was then seen 
pproaching, and was enthusias- 
ti<iilly hailed by the gallant defen- 
ders. Three hundred and fifty-one 
dead Zulus were counted near the 
entrenchment, and the number 
killed since that attack was esti- 
mated at 1000. The Zulus fought 
with infuriated zeal, even going 
X) the loopholes and seizing the 
muzzles of the rifies. Lieutaiant 
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Chard, it shotild be mentioned, was 
in command on this memorable 
occasion. The defenders of Eorke's 
Brift were -ondoubtedly the means 
of saving Q-rey Town and Help- 
makaar, and also of securing time for 
effecting a retreat with the mam 
column. Lieutenant Chard left 
Eorke’s Drift sick with fever on 
Feb, 17 for Ladysmith, where he 
was hospitably entertained at the 
house of Dr. Hyde Allen Park. He 
left Ladysmith for the front on 
April 27, rejoined the 5th company 
of the EoyaL Engmeers at Lands- 
man’s Drift on April 29, and was 
present at the battle of TJlundi. 
On returning to St. Paul’s he was 
presented with the Yictoria Cross 
by Sir G-amet Wolseley Soon 
afterwards he was ordered home. 
Arriving at Portsmouth Oct. 2, 
1879, he was met by a telegram 
from Her Majesty, and shortly 
afterwards he proceeded to Bal- 
moral, where he was graciously re- 
ceived by the Queen. For his 
services he was advanced to the 
rank of Major. 

CHAELES I. (Charles Fbbde- 
RiGs AxiEXANDEb) , King of Wurtem- 
berg, eldest son of the late Kmg 
William I, was bom March 6, 
1823, and succeeded to the throne 
June 25, ISGl*. He followed the 
policy of his father on the Schleswig- 
Holstein question, and formed one 
of the Minor States party in the 
Diet. His Majesty, who is a Colonel 
of a Eussian regiment of dragoons, 
married, July 13, 1846, the Grand 
Duchess Olga Hicolajewna, daugh- 
ter of Nicholas I., Czar of Eussia. 
A treaty with il^ussia was con- 
cluded by the King of Wurtemberg 
Aug. 13, 1866. 

CHAELES I. (Chasles Eitel 
Feeueisick Zbphibin Louis), King 
of Eoumania, was bom April 20, 
1839, being the second son of Prince 
HohenzoUem-Sigmaringen, head of 
the second of the non-reigning 
branches of the princely house of 
HohenzoUem. He was elected and 
proclaimed Prince Eegnant of Eou- 


mania, with hereditary succession, 
by a plebiscite, taken April 8-20, 
1866, and definitely recognised on 
Oct. 24 in that year by the Sublime 
Porte and the guaranteeing Powers. 
The Prince had previously been a 
sub-lieutenant in the 2nd regiment 
of Prussian dragoons, and it is 
believed that his candidature for 
the throne of Eoumania, which had 
become vacant by the expulsion of 
Prmce Alexander John, was pro- 
posed by Prussia, and supported by 
her diplomatic action. His reignhas 
been marked throughout by internal 
dissensions and parliamentaiy 
crises The unwarrantable perse- 
cution of the Jews in Moldavia 
elicited indignant protests from 
various foreign governments, who 
likewise complamed that bands of 
armed men were allowed to be 
formed within the Eoumanian terri- 
tory, with the object of creatmg 
disturbances on the Lower Danube. 
The disputes in the Eoumanian 
Chamber, and the incessant minis- 
terial changes, led to a dissolution 
of the Chamber of Bucharest in 
1869. A convention was concluded 
between his Government and the 
Czar, permitting the Eussians to 
cross the Danube in April, 1877. 
The Eoumanian army was then mo- 
bilised, and war declared against 
Turkey. In Sept, and Oct. 1877, 
Prince Charles held the nominal 
command of the Army of the West, 
and he fought at Plevna, where the 
Eoumanians behaved with great 
gallantry, and suffered heavy losses. 
He received, in acknowledgment of 
his services, the cross of St. George, 
from Alexander II., to whom he 
sent, in return, the decoration of 
the Order of the Star of Eoumania. 
He had the title of Eoyal High- 
ness” from 1878 till March 26, 
1881, when he was proclaimed King 
of Eoumania by a unanimous vote 
of the representatives of the nation. 
The coronation ceremony took place 
on May 22. He married Nov. 15, 
1869, Pauline Elizabeth Ottilie 
Louise (bom 1843), daugher of the 
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} late Prince Herman of Wied. In 
J 1882 tlie Queen of Eoumania pub- 
" Esbed at BerliUj under her usual 
pseudonym. Carmen Sylva, a novel 
entitled Em G-ebet.'’" 

CHAELES VII., Kino of Spain, 
(See Cablos, Don ) 

CHAELESWOETH, Miss Mabia 
Louisa, the daughter of the late 
Eev John Charlesworth, B.D , 
formerly rector of St. Mildred's, 
Bread-street, London, was bom in 
1819. She is the author of numerous 
works of fiction, intended to illus- 
trate the application of rehgion to 
everyday life. The best known of 
her publications are " Ministering 
Children," " The Female Visitor to 
the Poor," 1846 ; “ A Book for the 
Cottage," 1848, ^^A Letter to a 
Child," " Letters to a Friend under 
Affliction," 1849,* '^The Light of 
Life, dedicated to the Young," 
1850 j '^Sunday Afternoon in the 
Nursery," 1853 ; The Sabbath 
Given, the Sabbath Lost," 1856 j 
“ England's Yeoman," 1861 ; " The 
Sailor's Choice," 1863 ; Minister^- 
ing Children, a Sequel," 1867 j 
“Where DweUest Thouj or, the 
Inner Home," 1871; “Eden and 
Heaven," 1872; “Oliver of the 
3VDU," 7th ed., 1876; and “The 
Broken Looking-Glass." 

CHAELOTTE, ex-Eicpbess of 
Mexico (Marie Ceablotte Ahe- 
LiE Aug-uste Victoibe Clemen- 
tine L^iopoldine), daughter of 
Leopold I., King of the Belgians, 
born June 7, 1840, was married 
July 27, 1857, to the ill-fated Maxi- 
milian, afterwards Emperor of 
Mexico. In the midst of his 
embarrassments, Maximilian sent 
Ms empress to Paris in 1866 to seek 
more effectual aid from the Emperor 
Napoleon. She failed entirely in 
her mission, and proceeded to Italy, 
where her reason gave way in con- 
sequence of the troubles she had 
already undergone, and of those 
wMch she foresaw her husband 
would experience. Her Majesty 
was removed to the palace of 
Laeken, near Brussels, and it is said 


that during lucid intervals she has 
smce employed her time in writmg 
Memoirs of the History of the 
Mexican Empire. Her recovery is 
considered hopeless. 

CHAENOCK, Eichabd 
Stephen, Ph D., F.S A , born in 
London, on Aug. 11, 1820, is the 
son of Eichard Charnock, Esq., of 
the Inner Temple, barrister-at-law. 
He was educated at King's College, 
London, and admitted an attorney 
in 1841. He has travelled through 
the whole of Europe, and has also 
visited the North of Africa and 
Asia Minor ; and has devoted much 
time to the study of anthropology, 
archaeology, and philology, espe- 
cially the Celtic and Oriental 
languages. In 1871 Dr Charnock 
was elected President of the 
Anthropological Society of London, 
and was afterwards President of 
the London Anthropological Society. 
He is a Fellow of the Society of 
Antiquaries and of the Philologi- 
cal, Eoyal Asiatic, and Eoyal 
Geograpidcal Societies ; a member 
of the Eoyal Society of Northern 
Antiquaries ; an honorary member 
of the Anthropological Society of 
Paris ; and Doctor of Philosophy of 
the University of Gottingen. 
Among very many contributions to 
philology, anthropology, and science 
in genei^. Dr. Charnock is author 
of “ Guide to Tyrol," 1857 ; “Local 
Etymology," 1859 ; “ Guide to 

Spain and Portugal," 1865 ; “Verba 
NominaJia," 1866; “Ludus Patro- 
nymicus," 1868; “The Peoples of 
Transylvania," 1870 ; “ M^orial 
Customs of Essex," 1870 ; “ Patro- 
nymica Comu-Britannica," 1870 ; 
“On the Physical, Mental, and 
Philological Characters of the Wal- 
lens," 1871 ; Le Sette Commune," 
1871 ; “ Bradshaw's Hlustrated 

Handbook to Spain and Portugal," 
new edition, 1876 ; a Glossary of 
the Essex dialect, 1879 ; and 
“ Prsenomina ; or, the Etymology 
of the principal Christian names of 
Great Britain and Ireland,” 1882. 

CHAETEES (Due ns), Eobebt 
B 2 
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Philippe - Louis - Eugene - Ferdi- 
nand d^Orleans, yoxuiger son of 
tlie late Luke of Orleans, and 
grandson of tlie late Louis Pliilippe, 
was born at Paris, Nov. 9, 1840 
When only two years old he lost 
his father, and six years later the 
Eevolution drove him into exile 
The young duke was carefully 
brought up at Eisenach in Ger- 
many, and afterwards joined his 
family in England. He served in 
the Federal army in the first cam- 
paign of the American civil war in 
1862. He married, June 11, 1863, 
Fran 9 oise-Marie-Amelie of Orleans, 
eldest daughter of the Pnnce de 
JoinviHe, and has issue a daughter, 
bom Jan. 13, 1865, and two sons, 
bom respectively Jan 11, 1866, and 
Oct 16, 1867. After the Hevolu- 
tion of Sept. 4, 1870, he returned 
incognito to France, and served in 
General Chanzy’s army under an 
assumed name , and in 1871, when 
the National Assembly had revoked 
the law of banishment against the 
Orleans family, he was appointed 
a Major, and permitted to serve 
without pay in the French army 
In 1883 his name was struck off the 
active list of the army by a decree 
of the Eepubliean Government He 
was at once removed from the com- 
mand of the 12th Chasseurs and 
was peremptorily ordered to quit 
Eouen, at which city that regiment 
was stationed, within twelve hours 
(Feb. 25). 

CHASSEPOT, Antoine Al- 
phonse, a French inventor, bom 
March 4, 1833, the son of a working 
gunsmith, to which trade he was 
himself brought up. Entermg the 
Government workshops, he was 
attached in 1858 to that of St. 
Thomas, at Paris, as Controller of 
the second class , attained the rank 
of Controller of the first class in 
1861, and that of Prmcipal in 1864. 
Tlie result of his study of the 
mechanism of small arms, especially 
of the famous Pmssian needle-gun, 
was the invention of the Chassepot 
rifle, which was adopted by the 


French army , and, according to 
the official accounts, did wonders” 
against the Garibaldians at Men- 
tana M Chassepot was afterwards 
officially attached to the national 
manufactory of arms at Chatel- 
lerault, near Poitiers He took 
out patents for his invention, and 
the royalty he received on the 
rifles manufactured brought him 
in a large income. He was deco- 
rated with the Legion of Honour 
in 1866. 

CHATAEL, The Eight Eev. 
Francis Silas, Bishop of Vin- 
cennes, XJ.S , born in Baltimore in 
1835, received his early education 
at Mount St Mary's College, 
Emmetsburg, Maryland, and sub- 
sequently studied medicine at the 
University of Maryland, where he 
graduated in 1856. He commenced 
practice as a physician in Balti- 
more ; but at the end of a year he 
felt himself strongly drawn to the 
ecclesiastical state, and went to 
Eome, where he entered as a student 
in the College of the Propaganda. 
He was ordained and took his 
degree in Divinity in 1862. His 
character was thought so highly of 
by his superiors that Pope Pius IX. 
appointed him Vice-Eector of the 
American College, which had then 
been about two years in existence. 
When the Eector, the Eev. W. 
McCloskey, was appointed to the 
bishopric of Louisville, Mgr. Chatard 
succeeded to the Eectorship of the 
College, which he filled with much 
distinction down to 1878, when he 
was appointed by his Holiness Pope 
Leo XIII. to the bishopric of Vin- 
cennes, Indiana, United States, in 
the Consistory held on March 28. 

CHATEIAN. (See Erckmann- 
Chatrian.) 

CHEETHAM, The Eight Eev. 
Henry, D.D ,born at Nottingham, 
April 27, 1827, was educated at 
Christ's College, Cambridge (B A. 
1856, M.A. 1859) . He was ordained 
in 1856 to the curacy of Saffron 
Walden, Essex, and in 1858 pre- 
sented to the vicarage of Quamdon, 
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Derbyshire, which he held till Sept , 
1870, when he was nominated to 
the "bishopric of Sierra Leone, in 
succession to Dr. Deckles. He was 
consecrated in St. Paulas Cathedral, 
Nov. 30, 1870. Dr Cheetham 
resigned his see in 1882, when he 
became vicai’ of Eotherham. He is 
the author of '^Ministerial Fruit 
proportionate to Ministerial Faith,” 
and " Sermons.” 

CHEEVER, Q-eorge Barbell, 
D D., born at Hallowell, Maine, 
April 17, 1807. He graduated at 
Bowdoin College in 1825, at Andover 
Theological Seminary m 1830, and 
in 1832 was ordained minister of a 
congregational church at Salem, 
Massachusetts Inl835hepubhshed 
an allegory, entitled, " Deacon 
G-iles's Distillery,” for which he 
was sentenced to a month^’s im- 
prisonment for hbel. After that 
he travelled for two or three years 
in Europe and the last. Li 1839 
he became pastor of a Presbyterian 
church in Hew York, and engaged 
in several pubhc discussions on 
" Hierarchical Despotism,” and on 
" Capital Punishment.” In 1844 
he agam came to Europe as corre- 
spondent of a religious newspaper, 
the New York Evangelist, of which 
he became, in 1845, the principal 
editor. In 1816 he accepted the 
pastorate of the Congregational 
Church of the Puritans, in Hew 
York, which he retamed until 1867, 
when, on the removal of the Church 
to the upper part of the city, he 
relinquished his active work in it, 
and smce has been only its associate 
or honorary pastor. He resides at 
Englewood, Hew Jersey. Among 
the writings of Dr. Cheever are: 
"Commonplace Books” of prose 
and poetry, 1828-29 ; " Studies in 
Poetry,” 1830; the "Select Works 
of Archbishop Leighton,” 1832 ; 
" Capital Punishment,” 1843 , 
" Lectures on Pilgrim^s Progress,” 
1844; "Wanderings of a Pilgrim,” 
1845-46; "The HiU Diflculty,” 
1847 ; " Journal of the Pilgrims at 
Plymouth, Hew England, in 1620,”

of Hature,” 1852 , " Powers of the 
World to Come,” 1853 ; " Lectures 
on Cowper,” 1856 , " God against 
Slavery,” 1857 ; " A Voyage to the 
Celestial Couniry,” I860; "Guilt 
of Slavery,” 1860 ; "Voices of 
Hature with her Fo^er-Child, the 
Soul of Man,” 1863 ; and "Faith, 
Doubt, and Evidence,” 1881. 

CHELMSFORD (Lord), The 
Eight Hon. Frederick Augustus 
Thesiger, G.C.B., is the eldest son 
of the first Lord Chelmsford, who 
was twice Lord Chancellor in the 
Government of the late Lord 
Derby, by his wife Anna Maria, 
youngest daughter of Mr. William 
Tinhng, of Southampton. He was 
bom May 31, 1827, and educated 
at Eton. In 1844 he entered the 
Rifle Brigade. He was transferred 
in the following year to the 
Grenadier Guards, as ensign and 
lieutenant, and he attained, in the 
ordmary course of promotion, the 
rank of lieutenant and captain 
(1850) . He became Major in 1855 ; 
Captain and Lieutenant-Colonel in 
1857 ; Lieutenant-Colonel, 95th 
Foot, in 1858 ; Colonel in 1863 ; 
Major-General in 1877 ; and Lieu- 
tenant-General in 1882. Heservtd 
in the Crimean campaign as aide- 
de-camp to Major-General Mark- 
ham, including the siege and fall 
of Sebastopol, and for his services 
he was promoted to a brevet 
majority. Having exchanged into 
the 95th regiment as second Lieu- 
'tenant-Colonel, he served in the 
Indian Mutiny campaign, receiving 
for his services the brevet rank of 
Colonel. He succeeded Colonel 
Raines, C.B., in the command of 
the 95th regiment. As Deputy 
Adjutant-General in the Abyssinian 
campaign of 1868 he was present at 
the capture of Magdala For his 
services in this campaign he was 
nominated a Companion of the 
Bath and one of her Majesty’s 
aides-de-camp. He was Adjutant- 
General to the forces m India from 
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1868 till Dec.j 1876, when he was 
made a Brigadier-General, and 
appointed to command the 1st 
Infantry Brigade at Aldershot. In 
March, 1877, he attained the rank 
of Major-General, nnd in January 
of the following year he was nomi- 
nated to succeed General Sir Arthui* 
Cunninghame m the command of 
the troops in South Africa. He 
completed the subjugation of the 
Kaffirs, and restored CafPraria to a 
condition of tranquillity. In 1878 
he was appointed Commander of 
the Forces and Lieutenant-Governor 
of Cape Colony, which offices he 
resigned in 1879 , and in August of 
that year he was created a Knight 
Grand Cross of the Order of the 
Bath. He had succeeded to the 
peerage on his father's death in 
1878. Lord Chelmsford was ap- 
jKJinted to the chief command of 
the British troops in the Zulu war 
of 1879. Colonel Glyn's column, 
consisting of 2,100 Englishmen and 
2,000 natives, was encamped at 
Isandhlwna, when an attack was 
made on the fortified camp by the 
Zulus, resulting in the nearly total 
annihilation of the garrison A 
gallant defence was m^e the same 
day at Eorke's Drift, about ten 
miles from Isandhlwna, by Lieu- 
tenants Chard and Bromhead, who 
with SO men of the 80th regiment 
held the post against the desperate 
assaults of 4,000 Zulus, until they 
were relieved by Lord Chelmsford's 
troops. On April 2 an attack was 
made by ’an army of 11,000 Zulus 
upon the fortified camp of the 
British troops under Lord Chelms- 
ford at Gmgholova, on the road to 
Bkowe, but the Zulus were repulsed 
with great loss ; and two days later 
the British troops who had been 
surrounded at Ekowe by Zulus after 
the disaster of Isandhlwna were 
relieved by the force under Lord 
Chelmsford's command. Eeinforce- 
ments were sent from England, and 
by April 15 the British General was 
free to recommence the invasion of 
Zululand. The decisive battle of 


IJlundi was fought on July 4, when 
the Zulu army was completely 
defeated. Our force numbered 
4062 Europeans and 1103 natives, 
with twelve guns and two Gatlings, 
while the number of the enemy 
was computed at 20,000. We lost 
10 killed, the Zulus about 1000. 
The credit of the victory admittedly 
belongs to Lord Chelmsford, but 
before this battle was fought Sir 
Garnet Wolseley had landed at 
Durban, Natal, to supersede hi m in 
the command of the British troops 
operating against the Zulus Lord 
Chelmsford, having resigned the 
command, arrived in England in 
Aug. 1879. He married, in 1867, 
Adna Fanny, daughter of Major- 
General Heath, of the Bombay 
army. 

CHENERY, Thomas, M.A., was 
bom in Barbadoes in 1826, received 
his education at Eton, and at Caius 
College, Cambridge, and was after- 
wards called to the bar at Lincoln's 
Inn. He was appointed the Lord 
Almoner's Professor of Ai’abic at 
Oxford in 1868 by Dr. Wilberforce, 
Bishop of Oxford and Lord High 
Almoner ; was mcorporated M A. 
in that university, and became a 
member of Christ Church In 1869 
the Sultan nominated him a mem- 
ber of the second class of the Im- 
perial Order of the Medjidie , and 
in 1870 he was appointed by the 
Committee of the Convocation of 
Canterbury one of the revisers of 
the authorized translation of the 
Old Testament. Mr. Chenery is 
Honorary Secretary to the Eoyal 
Asiatic Society He resigned the 
Lord Almoner's Professorship of 
Arabic in 1877, and soon afterwards 
(in Nov. of the same year) suc- 
ceeded Mr. Delane as editor of the 
Times newspaper. He attended, as 
one of the London delegates, the 
Congress of Intemationahsts which 
was held at Florence m Sept. 1878. 
As an Oriental scholar, he is chiefly 
known by his translation of The 
Assemblies of A1 Hariri, with notes 
historical and grammatical," 1867 j 
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and by Ms edition of Macbberotb 
ItMel. By Tehiidali ben Shelomo 
^kbarizi/" 1872. He is also the 
author of various literary and poli- 
tical writings. 

CHEEBXJLIEZ, YictoBj son of 
a professor of Hebrew at Q-eneva, 
was bom in that city in 1832. His 
first essay in literature was an an- 
tiquarian trifle, entitled A propos 
d'un Cheval, Causeries Atheni- 
ennes,” 1860, reprinted in 1864 
under the title of “Un Cheval de 
Phidias.” About 1862 he settled in 
Paris, where he published a number 
of novels, many of which appeared 
origmally in the columns of the 
Revue des Deusa Mondes, Among 
them are "Le Comte Kostia,” 1863; 
'^Le Prince Yitale,” 1864; ^^Paule 
Mer4,” 1864; ^'Le Eoman d'une 
honn4te Eemme,” 1866 , “Le Grand 
CEuvre,” 1867; . Prosper Ran- 
doce,” 1868 ; L'Aventure de 
Ladislas BolsM,” 1869 ; “ Le Fiance 
de Mademoiselle de Saint-Maur,” 
1876, and ^^L’ldeede Jean T4terol,” j 
1878, wMch was translated into 
English under the title of "The 
Wish of Ms Life.” M. Cherbuliez 
has obtained French citizensMp. 
On May 25, 1882, he was received 
into the French Academy as the 
successor of M. Dufaure. 

CHESHELONG, Pierre 
Charles, a French x>olitician, was 
bora at Orthez (Basses-Pyren4es) 
April, 1820, and educated at Pan. 
Formerly he was a dealer in hams 
and tissues at Bayonne, at first in 
partnersMp with his father, but he 
afterwards handed over the manage- 
ment of the business, though still 
retaining an interest in it, to Ms 
eldest son. In 1848 M, Chesnelong 
declared at a public meeting that 
"the republican form of govern- 
ment must be regarded as the only 
possible one in the present and in 
the future by all men who conscien- 
tiously take account of the move- 
ment of ideas and Providential pro- 
gress of facts.” However he after- 
wards changed Ms sentiments and 
in 1866 became an ojOBLcial candi- 


date, under the Empire, for the 
representation of the second cir- 
conscription of the Basses-Pyre- 
nees. EQs candidature was suc- 
cessful, and he was re-elected in 
1869. At the elections of Jan. 
1872 he was again returned to the 
National Assembly for the Basses- 
Pyrenees, and he now took Ms seat 
among the monarcMcal majority. 
He acted a most prominent part in 
the monarcMcalnegotiationsinOct. 
1873. A member of the Committee 
of Nine, he was sent to the Count 
de Chambord, at Salzburg, in order 
to arrange with him the conditions 
of a monarcMcal restoration. M. 
Chesnelong took back a satisfactory 
account of Ms interview with the 
Pretender, and preparations were 
being made for the entry of the 
King into Paris when the manifesto 
of the 27th of October cast disorder 
and carried desolation into the Legi- 
timist camp. At the general elec- 
tions of Feb. 20, 1876, he was agam 
chosen as Deputy for the arron- 
dissement of Orthez, but the Cham- 
ber invalidated the election, and 
when M. Chesnelong sought the 
suffrages of the electors a second 
time he was defeated by Ms Repub- 
lican opponent, M. Vignancourt 
(May 21, 1876). A few months 
later (Nov. 24, 1876) he was elected 
a senator for life. M. Chesnelong 
has taken a leading part in au 
Catholic movements, both in and 
out of Parliament, He accom- 
panied the pilgrimage to Paray-le- 
Monial, in honour of the Sacred 
Heart, and he subscribed the ad- 
dress of the Catholic Deputies to 
Pope Pius IX. He was president 
of the general assemblies of the 
Catholic Committees of France, 
held at Paris in 1874 and 1875. 
He is Yice-President of the Conseil 
General of the Basses-Pyren4es. 

CHESTER, Bishop op. {8ee 
Jacobson, Dr.) 

CHEYREAXJ, Jules HjBNRi,was 
born at Belleville (Seine), April 28, 
1823, and educated by his father, 
who was then schoolmaster and 
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afterwards mayor at Saint-Mande. 
TakiiLg to literary pursuits at an 
early age^ lie publislied in 1844 
'^Les Yoyageusesj” a volume of 
poeins written in conjunction with 
M. Laurent-Pichat. In 1848 he 
endeavoured to enter the Consti- 
tuent assemblyj but his candida- 
ture was declared void, as he had 
not attained the requisite age 
Young Chevreau was an active 
canvasser for Prince Louis Napo- 
leon at the election for the Presi- 
dency, and soon afterwards (Jan 
10, 1849) he was made Prefect of 
the Ardeche. He applauded the 
coitp d^^tat of Dec 2, 1851, and his 
well-timed zeal was rewarded by 
the post of Secretary-Q-eneral of 
the Home-Department. On resign- 
ing the Prefecture of the Ardeche, 
he was elected a member of the 
0-eneral Council of that depart- 
ment. Subsequently he became 
Prefect of Nantes (1853), of the 
Hhdne (1864), and of the Seine, in 
succession to the famous Baron 
Haussmann (Jan. 5, 1870). When 
the first disasters of Prance in the 
war against G-ermany compelled 
the cabinet of M Olhvier to make 
way for the Palikao ministry, M 
Henri Chevreau was nominated 
Minister of the Interior. While 
occupying this responsible position 
he laboured energetically to or- 
ganize the Garde Mobile through- 
out the country, caused 60 new 
battalions of the National Guard 
to be formed in Paris, and com- 
pleted those which already existed 
in the provmces. After the battle 
of Sedan and the devolution of 
Sept. 4, 1870, he fled to Brussels, 
and then joined the Empress Euge- 
nie in England, but he subse- 
quently retmmed to Paris. At the 
elections of Peb. 20, 1876, he un- 
successfully contested the second 
circonscription of Privas. In the 
following year at the elections of 
the 14th of October, which followed 
the dissolution of the Chamber of 
Deputies, he came forward as a 
Bonapartist and an official candi- 


date in the first circonscription of 
Privas (Ardeche) but he was again 
unsuccessful. M. Henri Chevreau 
was a senator under the Empire, 
and is a Grand Officer of the Legion 
of Honour. 

CHEVREUL, Michel-Ettgene, 
chemist, was bom at Amgiers, Aug. 
31, 1786. Having completed 
studies in the Central School of 
that place, at the age of nineteen 
he went to Pans, where he was 
engaged in the chemical factory 
of the celebrated Vauquelin, who 
discovered in his young pupil such 
aptitude and sagacity, that he in- 
trusted the direction of his labora- 
tory to him. In 1810 he was pre- 
parator of the chemical course in 
the Museum of Natural History, 
and in 1813 was appointed professor 
in the Lycee Charlemagne and 
officer of the university In 1824 
he was made director of the dye- 
nes and professor of special chem- 
istry in the carpet-manufactory of 
the Gobelins, where he had leisure 
to follow his favourite pursuits into 
detail, one of which was his inves- 
tigation of animal oils, or grease. 
In 1823 M. Chevreul published a 
work on this subject, for which the 
Society for the Encouragement of 
National Industry awarded him 
the prize of 12,000 francs. M. 
Chevreul has written various scien- 
tific works, such as "Le 9 ons de 
Chimie appliqu^e k la Teinture,^^ 
pubhshed in 1828-31 ; "" De la Loi 
du Contraste, &.o ” in 1839; 
'^Theorie des Eflets Optiques que 
pr^sentent les Etoffes de Soie,'" in 
1848; "De la Baguette divina- 
toire, du Pendule, et des Tables 
tournantes,^' in 1854; and "Des 
Couleurs et de leur Application aux 
Arts Industriels, h, Taide des cercles 
chromatiques,'' m 1864. Some of 
these have been translated into 
various European languages. M. 
Chevreul has contributed to the 
proceedings of scientific societies, 
to dictionaries and other works. 
In 1830 he succeeded his former 
master Vauquelin in the chair of 
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Chemistry at the Museum of 
Natural History, since which time 
he has hecome Fellow of the Eoyal 
Society of London and President 
of the Society of Agriculture In 
1864 he was appointed Director of 
the Museum of Natural History for 
five years, and in 1869 re-appointed 
for another quinquennial period. 
He was made Commander of the 
Legion of Honour, Sept. 24, 1844. 

GHICHESTEE, Bishop OF. {See 
Due-nfobd, De.) 

GHICHESTEE (Earl of). The 
Eioht Hon Henry Thomas Pel- 
ham, eldest son of the late earl, 
was born Aug. 25, 1804, and edu- 
cated at Westminster School and 
Trinity College, Cambridge. He 
was a Charity Commissioner, one of 
the commissioners of Pentonville 
Prison, and was appointed, in 1850, 
First Commissioner of Church 
Estates, with a salary of *£1200. 
His lordship, who succeeded to the 
title as third earl, July 4, 1826, 
and is Lord-Lieutenant of Sussex, 
takes an active part m the patron- 
age and management of many of 
the leading religious and charitable 
societies connected with the Church 
of England. 

CHIGI (Cardinal), His Emi- 
nence, Flavio, was bom at Eome 
of a distinguished family. May 31, 
1810, took holy orders rather late 
in life, and was appointed by Pope 
Pius IX. to be present at the coro- 
nation of the Emperor Alexander 
II., on which occasion he was made 
Bishop of Mira. Soon afterwards 
he succeeded Mgr, di Lucca as 
Apostolic Nuncio in Bavaria, and 
at the close of 1861 he was ap- 
pointed Nuncio at Paris, in succes- 
sion to Mgr. Sacconi, being received 
in solemn audience by the Em- 
peror, Jan. 23, 1862. He was cre- 
ated a Cardmal, Dec. 22, 1873, and 
soon afterwards was recalled from 

CHILDEES, The Eight Hon. 
Hugh Culling Eardlet, M.P., 
F.E.S., was bom in Brook Street, 
London, June 25, 1827, being the 


only son of the late Eev. Eardley 
Childers, of Cantley, Yorkshire, by 
Maria Charlotte, eldest daughter of 
the late Sir Culling Smith, Bai*t , 
of Bedwell Park, Hertfordshire. 
His education, commenced at 
Cheam School, was completed at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where 
he graduated as fourteenth Senior 
Optime in 1850. In the same year 
he married Emily, third daughter 
of G-eorge I. A. Walker, Esq., of 
Norton, Worcestershire. (She died 
m 1875.) Before the year 1850 was 
out, Mr. Childers, with his yoimg 
wife, set sail for Austi*alia. Imme- 
diately on his arrival there he be- 
came a member of the then re- 
cently established Government of 
Victoria. With that Government 
he was connected till the beginning 
of 1857, having held the o£6ce of 
Commissioner of Trade and Cus- 
toms in the first cabinet, and having 
been member for Portland in the 
Legislative Assembly. He re- 
turned to England in 1857, as 
Agent-General for the colony, and 
in that year proceeded to the de- 
gree of M.A. at Cambridge. He 
also became a student of Lincoln's 
Inn, but he was never called to the 
bar. In 1859 he was an unsuccess- 
ful candidate for Pontefract. On a 
petition, which was withdrawn, and 
afterwards became the subject of 
special inquiry by a select commit- 
tee, he unseated his opponent, was 
returned at the new election in 
Feb. 1860, and has continued to 
represent this borough in the Libe- 
ral interest. Mr. Childers was 
chairman of the Select Co m m i ttee 
on Transportation in 1861, and a 
member of the Commission on 
Penal Servitude m 1863 ; his re- 
commendations with respect to 
transportation having been eventu- 
ally adopted by the Government. 
He became a Lord of the Admi- 
ralty in April, 1864, and Financial 
Secretary to the Treasury in Aug. 
1865, retiring on the accession of 
Lord Derby’s third administration 
in 1866. In 1867 he was nominated 
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a EiOyal Commissioner to investigate 
the constitution of the Law Courts. 
On Mr. G-ladstone coming^ into 
power in Dec. 1868, Mr. Childers 
was nominated First Lord of the 
Admiralty, which office he was com- 
pelled by ill-health to resign in 
March, 1871. While at the Admi- 
ralty Mr Childers made changes, 
in 1869, which tended to subordi- 
nate the members of the Board 
more effectually to the First Lord, 
constituting him, in effect. Minister 
of Marine ; and to render depart- 
mental officers at once more indi- 
vidually responsible and more 
mtimate with the controlling mem- 
bers of the Board. In Jan. 1872, 
Mr. Childers again accepted the 
post of Agent-G-eneral in this 
country for the colony of Victoria. 
He was appomted Chancellor of 
the Duchy of Lancaster in Aug 
1872. His re-election for Ponte- 
fract on this occasion is memorable 
as being the jSrst Parliamentary 
election that took place in England 
by ballot. He only held the Chan- 
cellorship of the Duchy of Lan- 
caster for one year, retiring in 
Aug 1873, when Mr. Grladstone's 
administration was remodelled. On 
the Liberals returning to power in 
April, 1880, he was appointed 
Secretary of State for War , and on 
Dec. 16, 1882, he became Chancellor 
of the Exchequer in succession to 
Mr Gladstone, who had held that 
office jomtly with the office of First 
Lord of the Treasury. Mr. Chil- 
ders, who was elected a Fellow of 
the Eoyal Society, Jan. 16, 1873, is 
the author of pamphlets on Free 
Trade, Eailway Policy, and National 
Education. He is, or has been, the 
Chairman of the India Peninsula 
Kailway Co , and a Director of the 
London and County Bank, the Bant 
of Australia, the l^yal Mail Steam 
Packet Co , and the Liverpool and 
London and G-lobe Insurance Co 
Mr. Childers married secondly, 
on April 13, 1879, Katharine 

Amie, daughter of the late Dr. 
Gilbert, Bishop of Chichester, 


and widow of the Hon. Gilbert 
Elliot. 

CHILDS, George Washington, 
bom at Baltimore, Maryland, in 
1829, entered the United States 
Navy at the age of thirteen, and 
spent fifteen months in the service. 
He then settled in Philadelphia, 
where he obtained employment as 
a shop-boy in a book-store At the 
age of eighteen, having saved a 
few hundred dollars, he set up in 
business for himself, and before he 
was twenty-one he became a mem- 
ber of the publishing firm of Childs 
and Peterson (1849). On Dec 5, 
1864, he purchased the Philadel^phia 
Public Ledger, a daily paper, which, 
under his management, became a 
very influential and widely-circu- 
lated journal. Mr Childs is noted 
not only for his success as a jour- 
nalist and publisher, but also for his 
hospitality and liberality. 

CHINA, MID-, Bishop or {See 
Moulb.) 

CHINA, NORTH, Bishop op. 
{See Scott.) 

CHITTT, The Hon Sir Joseph 
William, is the second and only 
surviving son of the late Mr. 
Thomas Chitty, of the Inner 
Temple, and was bom in London in 
1828. He was educated at Eton 
and Balliol College, Oxford, where 
he graduated in 1851, taking a 
first-class in classics. Subsequently 
he was elected a Fellow of Exeter 
College, and proceeded M A. in 
1864 He was called to the Bar at 
Lincoln's Inn in 1866, and was ap- 
pointed a Queen's Counsel in 1874. 
Mr. Chitty for some years enjoyed 
a very extensive practice in the 
Rolls Court, of which he was the 
leader. He was formerly a Major 
in the Inns of Court Volunteers. 
To the general public, however, 
Mr. Chitty's name was most fami- 
liarly known in his capacity as um- 
pire at the Oxford and Cambridge 
boat-race, which post he filled for 
some years. He entered Parlia- 
ment at the general election of 
1880 as one of the Liberal members 
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for Oxford. In Sept. 1881, he was 
appointed a Judge of the Chancery- 
Division of the High Court of 
Justice, in place of Sir George 
Jessel, the Master of the Rolls, who 
had been transferred to the Court 
of Appeal Shortly afterwards he 
received the customary honour of 
knighthood. He married in 1858 
Clara Jessie, sixth daughter of the 
late Eight Hon. Sir Frederick Pol- 
lock. 

CHEISTCHTJECH, Bishop op. 
(See Harper, Dr.) 

CHRISTIAN IX., Kino op Den- 
mark, fourth son of the late Duke 
William of "Schleswig - Holstem- 
Sonderburg-Glucksburg, was born 
April 8, 1818. Before bis accession 
to the crown, he was Inspector- | 
General and Commander-in-Chief 
of the Danish Cavalry, and in 1842 
married a daughter of the Land- 
grave William of Hesse-Cassel, by 
whom he has had several children, 
and among them the Princess Alex- 
andra of Wales, and the Pimcess 1 
Dagmar, married to the Czarewitch j 
in 1866. The succession was vested | 
in him by the protocol of London, | 
May 8, 1852, and he ascended the 
throne on the death of Frederic 
VII., Nov. 15, 1863. On his acces- 
sion, the position of affairs with 
respect to Schleswig-Holstein was 
completely changed. The son of 
the duke of Augustenburg imme- 
diately laid claim to the sovereignty ; 
of the duchies, although his father 
had for a compensation resigned all 
his rights in 1852. The indepen- 
dence of Holstein more especially, 
and of a portion of Schleswig, was 
warmly espoused by the German 
Diet, which forth-with ordered the 
advance of a Federal army to oc- 
cupy the debatable territory, for 
the purpose of enforcing its enfran- 
chisement from Danish rale. Be- 
fore matters had proceeded far, 
Austria and Prussia determined -fco 
interfere, and by a combined armed 
occupation of the disputed territory 
to bring the question to an issue 
independently of the Diet, and in 


opposition to the wishes of that 
body. They accordingly mvaded 
the duchies, which, after a hotly 
contested campaign, they succeeded 
in wresting from Denmark, and 
taking temporary possession of Jut- 
land. Christian IX., disappointed 
m not obtaining assistance fi*om 
some European power, after the 
failure of the conference convened 
in London in 1864, — ^which failure 
was in some measure attributable 
to the obstinacy of the Danish Go- 
vernment, — entered into negotia- 
tions for peace with Prussia and 
Austria, and a treaty was signed at 
Vienna, Oct. 30, 1864. The king of 
Denmark renounced all his rights 
to Schleswig-Holstein and Lauen- 
burg, and in 1866 the -two German 
powers quarrelled over the spoil. 
Smce then his Majesty has sought 
to develop the interior resources and 
popular institutions of his country. 
A new constitution was inauguiRted 
in Nov. 1866, when the Kang opened 
the first Rigsdag, the members of 
which were elected in accordance 
with the new electoral law. The 
army and navy have also been 
thoroughly reorganised, agriculture 
and commerce have received a great 
stimulus, and several railways have 
been constructed. Christian IX. 
and Queen Louise visited the Prin- 
cess of W ales at Marlborough House, 
London, in March, 1867. The mar- 
riage of the Cro-wa Prince of Den- 
mark with the Princess Louisa, 
daughter of the King of Sweden, at 
Stockholm, on July 28, 1869, was 
hailed as a pledge of union between 
the -two cotmtries. His Majesty 
granted a new constitution to Ice- 
land, which came into operation in 
August, 1874, that being the thou- 
sandth year of Iceland's existence 
as a nation. He went to Reildajvik 
on the occasion of the anniversary 
being celebrated, and on his return 
paid a flying visit to Leith and 
Edinburgh (Aug. 18, 1874). 

CHRISTIAN (Prince), His 
! Rotaii Highness Frederick- 
1 Christian - Charles - Augustus, 
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Peincb OB Schlbswio-Holstein, 
known in tins country as Prince 
Ctiristianj brother of Duke Frederick 
Christian Augustus^ of Schleswig- 
Holstein - Sonderburg - Angusten- 
burgj born Jan. 22 j 1831, married 
at Windsor Castle, July 5, 1866, 
Helena Augusta Yictoria, Princess 
of G-reat Britain and Ireland, and 
Duchess of Saxony, who was born 
May 25, 1846. Prince Christi^, 
who is a General in the British 
army, received the title of Eoyal 
Highness by command of Her Ma- 
jesty, and was made a Knight of the 
Gaiter in July, 1866. He received 
the Order of St Cathanne from the 
Emperor of Eussia in May, 1874. 

CHEISTIAH, The Eight Hon. 
Jonathan, son of the late Mr 
George Christian, solicitor, of Dub- 
lin, was bom at Carrick-on-Suir, co. 
Tipperary, in 1811. He received 
his education at Trinity College, 
Dublin , was called to the bar in 
Ireland in 1834 ; was made a Queen^s 
Counsel in 1846 ; Queen's Serjeant 
in 1851 ; Solicitor-General for Ire- 
land in 1856 ; fourth Justice of the 
Court of Common Pleas m Ireland 
in 1858 ; and Lord Justice of the 
Court of Appeal m 1867, on which 
last occasion he was added to the 
Privy Council in Ireland. He re- 
tired from the bench Nov. 11, 1878 

CHEISTIE, William Henry 
Mahony,P.E S., Astronomer Eoyal, 
was born at Woolwich, Oct. 1, 1845, 
being a younger son of the late Pro- 
fessor S. H. Christie, of the Eoyal 
Military Academy, Woolwich, and 
formerly Secretary to the Eoy^ So- 
ciety. He was educated at King's 
College School, London, and at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, which 
he entered m 1864, havmg won a 
minor scholarship , he subsequently 
gained a foundation scholarship, 
and was afterwards elected a Fellow 
of his college. He took his B.A. 
degree m 1868 as fourth wrrangler, 
and in 1871 proceeded to the degree 
of M A In 1870 he was appointed 
Chief Assistant at the Eoyal Ob- 
servatory, Greenwich. Mr. Christie 


contrived and mtroduced several 
valuable improvements m the scien- 
tific apparatus there in use, includ- 
ing a new form of spectroscope, an 
instrument for determming the 
colours and brightness of the stars, 
a recording micrometer, and a po- 
larizing solar eye-piece He directed 
particular attention at the Eoyal 
Observatory to spectroscopy and 
to photography as a means of re- 
cording the observations. He is a 
Fellow of the Eoyal Society, and was 
elected Secretary of the Eoyal As- 
tronomical Society m 1880 In Sept. 
1881, on the retirement of Sir G. B 
Airy, he was chosen to succeed him 
m the ofB.ce of Astronomer Eoyal 
To the proceedings of the Eoyal So- 
ciety and of the Eoyal Astronomical 
Society Mr Christie has contributed 
several valuable papers. He is 
also the founder and editor of The 
Observatory y a Monthly Review of 
Astronomy ; and he is the author of 
the '' Manual of Elementary Astro- 
nomy," published in 1875 by the 
Society for Promoting Christian 
Knowledge 

CHDECH, Frederick Edwin, 
born at Hartford, Connecticut, May 
14, 1826. He early developed a 
fondness for art, and became a pupil 
of Thomas Cole. Among his first 
notable works were some views in 
the Catskill Mountains He visited 
South America in 1853, and again 
in 1857, and on his return from his 
second visit finished his great pic- 
ture, '^The Heart of the Andes." 
In 1857 he completed a large paint- 
ing, View of Niagara Falls from 
the Canadian Shore," which at once 
gave him a high rank among land- 
scape artists , this was reproduced 
on a larger scale in 1868, and was 
exhibited both in England and the 
United States. He has since painted 
" Cotopaxi," " Morning," “ On the 
Cordilleras," Under Niagara," 
" The Icebergs," '' Sunset on Mount 
Desert Island," and '^Moonlight 
under the Tropics." In 1868 he 
visited Europe and the Holy Land ; 
among the paintings inspired by 
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this visit are Damascus/^ 1869 ; 

Jerusalem/^ 1870 j and The 
Parthenon/^ 1871. ‘ His Tropical 
Scenery/^ painted from sketches 
made dni’ing a trip in the West 
Indies, was exhibited in New York 
in 1873. He resides at Hudson, New 
York, but has a stndio in New York 
city. He has been an Academician 
since 1849. 

C HUE OH, The Yeet Eev. 
Eichakd William, M A., I) C.L , 
Dean of St. Paulas, was born in 1815. 
After a distinguished career at the 
University of Oxford, he took his 
degree in jSrst-class honours in 1836, 
and shortly afterwards became a 
Fellow of Oriel College He was 
rector of Whatley, near Frome- 
Selwood, from 1853 to 1871. In 1854 
he published a volume of essays, 
which stamped him at once as one 
of the most cultivated scholars, and 
most graceful writers of the day. 
Two of the essays in the volume 
are a review of St. Anselm^s life, and 
have since been expanded into a 

Life of St. Anselm,” and published 
as a separate volume. In 1869 Mr. 
Church published a volume of Uni- 
versity Sermons on the relations 
between Christianity and civiliza- 
tion, which attracted a good deal of 
attention. He was appointed Bean 
of St. Paul's, Sept. 6, 1871. The 
titles of his works are subjoined : — 
^'The Catechetical Lectures of St. 
Cyril, translated with notes,” in the 

Library of the Fathers j” Essays 
and Eeviews,” 1854 ; " The Essays 
of Montaigne,” in '"'Oxford Essays,” 
1855 ; " Civilization and Eeligion,” 
a sermon, 1860 ; "Sermons preach^ 
before the University of Oxford,” ' 
1868? "Life of St. Anselm,” in 
Macmillan's " Sunday Library,” 
1871 ; " Civilization Before and 
After Christianity,” two lectures, 
1872 ; " On some Influences of Chris- 
tianity upon National Character,” 
three lectures, 1873 ; On the Sacred 
Poetry of Early Eeligions,” two 
lectures delivered in St. Paul's 
Cathedral, 187 4 ; Introductory notice 
to the " Commentary on the Epistles 


and Grospels in the Book of Common 
Prayer,” 1874; "The 'Pensees' 
of Blaise Pascal,” published in the 
" St. James's Lectures,” 1875 , a 
lecture on "Lancelot Andrewes, 
Bishop of Wmchester,” published 
in " Masters in English Theology,” 
1877 , " The Beginning of the Middle 
Ages,” 1877, a volume which must 
be considered as a general intro- 
duction or preface to the " Epochs 
ot Modem History,” rather than as 
an integral member of the series ; 
" Human Life and its Conditions,” 
1878 ; " Dante : an Essay,” to which 
is added a translation of " Be Mon- 
archia,” 1878; and "Spenser,” in 
" English Men of Letters, edited by 
John Morley,” 1879. 

CIALBINI, Eneico, an Italian 
general, bom at Lombardina, a 
country seat in Modena, Aug. 8, 
1811, marched with Gen. Zucchi to 
aid the Eomagna insurrection at 
Bologna, in 1831, and after the 
Austrian intervention into Central 
Italy he was compelled to emigrate. 
He went to Paris, where he studied 
chemistry under M. Thenard, and 
was preparing to study medicine, 
when he accepted a proposal made 
to go to Spain as a soldier, and took 
part in the war of succession. When 
the revolution of 1848 broke out, he 
was a lieutenant-colonel in the 
Spanish service. Mazzini recom- 
mended Col. Cialdini to the Pro- 
vincial Government of Milan, which 
was in waijt of officers, and a letter 
from the secretary of that govern- 
ment reached him in Aragon. Col. 
Cialdini obeyed the call; but on 
arriving at Milan, he found Lom- 
bardy under the rule of Charles 
iJbert. It was not the moment for 
hesitating , the king had just been 
beaten, and Italy was about to 
become a prey to Austria. Col. 
Cialdini joined the corps of Gen. 
Burando and marched on Yicenza, 
where he received three dangerous 
wounds, which for a year reduced 
him to a state of helplessness. Col. 
Cialdini was sent, in 1855, to the 
Crimea by the Sardinian Govern- 
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ment witli the rank of general^ and 
played a distingnished part in the 
hattle of the Tchernaya. In the 
war in Italy, in 1859, Col. Cialdini 
was the :^st in the allied army who 
fired a shot at the enemy, executing 
the passage of the Sesia under the 
fire of the Austrians, whom he drove 
from their position This cotj^s 
d^armie then went into the moun- 
tains to act in the Tyrol The peace 
of YiUafranca checked him in his 
career. In 1860 he defeated the 
Papal army under G-en. Lamoriciere 
at the hattle of Castelfidardo j in 
1861 he took Gaeta after a bom- 
bardment of seventeen days, and 
captured the citadel of Messina a 
fortnight later. He had been made 
a major-general after the campaign 
of the Umbria, and after his capture 
of Messina ihe king nominated h im 
general of the army, a rank equiva- 
lent to that of field-marshal. In 
1861 he was appointed Viceroy of 
Naples, with full power to suppress 
brigandage, a mission which he dis- 
charged successfully. Gen Cialdini, 
who has received various orders, 
was made a senator in March, 1864, 
and took a prominent part in the 
campaign against Austria in 1866. 
In Oct. 1867, he was appointed 
Italian Minister to the Court of 
Austria, but he never proceeded to 
Vienna, and in the followrng Janu- 
ary he formally resigned the ap- 
pomtment. On the resignation of 
M. Eatazzi, in Oct. 1867, the king 
intrusted General Cialdini with the 
formation of a cabinet on the basis 
of the strict maintenance of the Sep- 
tember Convention with France, in 
regard to the integrity of the Papal 
territory. In this undertaking, 
however, he was unsuccessful. Soon 
afterwards he was nominated Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the troops in 
Central Italy. In 1870 he was en- 
gaged in the invasion of the State 
of the Church, and its annexation 
to the kingdom of Italy. He was 
sent as ambassador to Paris in July, 
1876. 

CLAEETIE, Jules Arnaub 


Arshine, a French writer, bom 
at Limoges, Dec. 3, 1840, was 
educated in the Bonaparte Lyceum, 
at Paris. Adopting literature as a 
profession, he contributed a very 
large number of articles to various 
French and Belgian journals, in- 
cluding the Paine, the France, the 
Bevue Franqaise, the Figaro, and the 
Independance Beige. In 1866 he 
followed in Italy the campaign 
against Austria, in the capacity 
of correspondent of the Avemr 
National Two series of lectures, 
delivered by him at Pans in 1865 
and 1868, were interdicted by the 
Imperial authorities. In 1869 he 
was condemned to pay a fine of 1000 
francs for having described, in the 
Figaro, under the pseudonym of 
Candide,” the double execution of 
Martin, called Bidaure, by order of 
the Prefect Pastoureau, in the 
department of theVar. The follow- 
ing year he succeeded M. Francisque 
Sarcey as dramatic critic of the 
O^in%on Nationale, and subsequently 
he followed the French army to 
Metz, and sent letters from the seat 
of war to the Opinion Nationale, the 
Illustration and the Bappel. if ter 
the fall of the Empire he was ap- 
pointed by M. Gambetta to the post 
of secretary of the Commission of the 
papers of the Tuileries ; but he soon 
resigned this office, and he was next 
charged by M. Etienne Arago, 
Mayor of Paris, with the duty of 
organising a library and lecture- 
hall in each of the twenty arron- 
dissements of Paris. For a very 
short time he commanded the 
second battalion of the volunteers 
of the National Guard, which was 
dissolved by General Clement 
Thomas when those volunteers were 
replaced by the mobilised National 
Guards. M. Jules Claretie was 
present at nearly all the engage- 
ments which took place under the 
walls of Paris, and on Jan. 20, 1871^ 
in the capacity of an officer of the 
staff, he negotiated with the aide- 
de-camp of the Crown Prince of 
Prussia the truce which gave an 
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opportunity for removing the dead 
from the field of battle at Buzenval. 
At the general elections of Feb. 8 , 
1871j he stood as a candidate in the 
department of Haute-Vienne^ in the 
republican interest ; but, being 
unsuccessful, he resumed his 
journalistic and literary pursuits

CLAlEK, Andbew, M.B., bom on 
Oct. 28, 1826, was educated first at 
Aberdeen, and afterwards at Edin- 
burgh. In the extra-academical 
Medical School of this city he gained 
the first medals in anatomy, physio- 
logy, chemistry, botany, materia 
medica, surgery, pathology, and 
practice of physic For two years he 
assisted Br. Hughes Bennett in the 
pathological department of the 
Eoyal Infirmary, and was demon- 
strator of anatomy to Br. Eobert 
Knox in the final course of lectures 
delivered by that celebrated ana- 
tomist. For four years Br. Clarke 
had chai’ge of tiie pathological 
department of the J^yal ifaval 
Hospital at Haslar, where he 
delivered lectures on the use of the 
microscope in practical medicine- 
In 1854 he took his degree of M.B. 
at the University of Aberdeen, 
settled in the metropolis, became a 
member of the Eoyal GoUege of 
Physicians of London, and was 
elected on the staff of the London 
Hospital. In 1858 Br. Clark was 
made a Fellow of the College of 
Physicians, in which he has held 
the offices of Croonian Lecturer. 
Councillor, and Examiner in Medi- 
cine. He has been also Lettsomian 
Lecturer and President of the 
Medical Society of London. Br, 
Clark originaEy intended to devote 
himself exclusively to the cultiva- 
tion of pattiology 5 but turned by 
the force of circumstances from the 
course on which he had entered, he 
has been now long occupied m the 
work of a practical physician. He 
is the author of numerous essays, 
lectures, and reviews, the profes- 
sional portion of which refers for 
the most part to diseases of the 
respiratory and digestive organs. 
He is at present Senior Ph^cian and 
Lecturer on Clinical Medicine to the 
London Hospital, President of the 
Metropolitan Counties Branch of 
the British Medical Association^ 
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and ConsnltiiLg Physician to the 
East London Hospital for Diseases 
of Children. Since the year 1864 
he has edited^ in conjunction with 
Dr. Down^ Mr. Hutchinson^ and 
Mr. Maunder, a valuable series, 
still in progress, of Chnical Lec- 
tures and Reports, by the Medi- 
cal and Surgical Staff of the Lon- 
don Hospital." His own profes- 
sional writings are . — “ On the Ana- 
tomy of the Lungs," in Dr H. 
Davieses work on “ Physical Diag- 
nosis , " On Tubercul^ Sputum," 
“Evidences of the Arrestment of 
Phthisis , " “ Mucous Disease of the 
Colon;" Lectures on “The Ana- 
tomy of the Lung," “ Pneumonia," 
and “ The States of Lung compre- 
hended under the term Phthisis 
Pulmonalis (delivered at the 
Royal College of Physicians in 
1866) ; “ Eibroid Phthisis " (in vol. 
i. of the Transactions of the Clinical 
Society) ; and “ The Work of 
Fibrinous Pleurisies in the Evolu- 
tion of Phthisis" (in the Medical 
Mirror for 18^70). 

CLARK, The Rev. James, M.A., 
Ph.D , was bom in Yorkshire, in 
1836, but is descended from an 
Essex family. He was educated in 
the University of London, graduat- 
ing in arts in 1857, and afterwards 
proceeded to the University of 
Uottingen, where he won his 
doctorate with distinction In 1860 
he published a brochure in apolo- 
getics, entitled “ The Spurious 
Ethics of Sceptical Philosophy."'^ 
In 1862-63 he prepared for holy 
orders in Queen's College, Birming- 
ham, where he also studied botany 
and chemistry. In 1863 he was 
ordained deacon in the chapel of 
Queen's College, Cambridge, and in 
1864 was ordained a priest. Dr. 
Clark has pursued with success 
original investigations in Aryan, 
Semitic, and Iranian philology, 
and has prepared for the press 
An Aryan and Extra- Aryan Com- 
parative Grrammar." In 1866 he 
was elected a Fellow of the Royal 
Asiatic Society of Great Britain and | 


Ireland. The same year he pub- 
lished “The Church as Established 
in its Relations with Dissent," and 
The Epochs of Language," in 
which the theory of Professors Max 
Muller and Benloew, concerning 
linguistic development, is met with 
counter-arguments. In 1867 Dr. 
Clark, after some Latin correspon- 
dence with the University of 
Gattingen, received a rescript from 
Professor Dr. Lotze, then Dean of 
the Philosophical Faculty, in the 
name of all the deans of faculties, 
authorizing, under the seal of the 
university, the revival of academical 
hoods. In 1869 he competed success- 
fully for the prize of fifty guineas 
offered by the Anglican and Inter- 
national Christian Moral Science 
Association for the best work on 
Christian Ethics," and was nomi- 
nated a member of council of the 
association. In 1870 Dr. Clark's 
work, entitled “ What is Christian 
Moral Science ? or, the Nature and 
Province of Christian Ethics de- 
fined and determined," was pub- 
lished in “Science and the Gospel." 
Dr. Clark is also an extensive con- 
tributor of articles to the English 
periodical press He has likewise 
contributed to the German press, 
and written several pamphlets in the 
German language. In 1869, after 
having held various important pa- 
rochial cures. Dr. Clark was nomi- 
nated British Chaplain and Incum- 
bent of the English church at 
Memel, in Prussia, and while 
occupying that position he con- 
ducted extensive correspondence 
with Dutch and German theolo- 
gians as the representative on the 
Continent of the Anglican and Inter- 
national Christian Moral Science 
Association. Dr. Clark resigned 
the British chaplaincy at Memel 
in 1874, when he was engaged by 
the Christian Evidence Society, as 
a lecturer, to conduct classes for 
the study of Christian Evidences in 
or near London. In 1876 he was 
appointed rector of St. Philip's, 
Antigua. 
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CLAEKE, Major-Gbnebal Sir 
Andrew, K.C.M.Gr., C.B., son of 
Colonel Andrew Clartej of Belmont, 
CO. Donegal, was ‘born at Sonthsea, 
Hampsliire, in 1824, and received 
his education at the Royal Military 
Academy, Woolwich. He entered 
the Royal Engineers as second 
Lieutenant in 1844; became Cap- 
tain in 1854!; Lieutenant-Colonel 
in 1867 ; and Colonel in 1877. He 
acted as aide-de-camp to Sir W. 
Denison, the Grovemor of Van 
Dieman^s Land, and served in New 
Zealand during the years 1847-4:8, 
and became a member of the Legis- 
lative Council there in 1851. In 
1853 he was appointed Surveyor- 
General of Victoria. He was elected 
to the Victorian Assembly for 
Melbourne, under the new consti- 
tution, and became Minister for 
Public Lands, but he resigned 
office in 1857, and returned to this 
country in the following year. He 
commanded the Royal Engineers of 
the Eastern and Midland districts 
of England till 1863, when he went 
on special service to the West 
Coast of Africa respecting the 
Ashantee difficulties. On his re- 
turn he was appointed in Aug. 
1864, Director of the Works of the 
Navy, which office he held tiU 
June, 1873, From the latter date 
till Feb. 1875, he was Governor of 
the Straits Settlement, and he was 
next appointed Director of Public 
Works in India. He was Comman- 
dant of the School of Military 
Engineering at Chatham from 1881 
to 1882, when he was appointed In- 
spector-General of Fortifications. 
In Nov. 1882, he was dispatched 
to Cairo, charged with the duty of 
inquiring into the causes of the 
sickness and mortality which were 
prevailing among the British army 
of occupation, and invested with 
full power to make any alterations 
which he might consider necessary 
in the sanitoy arrangements. Sir 
Andrew Clarke is iSie author of 
several works on engineering. 

CLARKE, Htbe, bom in London 


in 1815, was engaged in the Spanish 
and Portuguese wars of succession, 
and afterwards held a diplomatic 
appointment. In 1836 he planned 
and surveyed the Morecambe Bay 
Embankment and other improve- 
ments, and the railways for the 
development of Barrow. In 1849 
he was employed to report on the 
telegraph system for India, and in 
1857 he exerted himself for the ex- 
tension of hill settlements in I n dia, 
and for the Through Railway to 
India. He was Honorary Agent 
for Darjeeling, and a Councillor of 
the Ottoman Government. His 
early writings from 1837 include 
numerous books, memoirs and * 
pamphlets on philosophical sub- 
jects, political economy, banking, 
statistics, lailways, foreign loans, 
and public works. Mr. Clarke is 
also the author of " Theory of Rail- 
way Investmentj^^ 1846 ; Military 
Life of Wellin^n,^' 1849; '^En- 
gli^ Grammar and Dictionary,” 
1853 ; and '' Comparative Philo- 
logy,^^ 1858. In 1848 he published, 
under tiie title of Economical 
Physics,” the cycle now known as 
the sunspot period. He was also 
one of the discoverers of the law of 
unconscious thought. On the Con- 
tment and in the United States he 
is best known as a philologist. 
After a long application to the 
study of languages, of late years 
he has devoiSd himself as an Ori- 
entalist to ilie Iberian and Acca- 
ian families of languages, and to 
pre-historic and philological re- 
searches. A special branch has 
been the determination of the lan- 
guages of the American and Aus- 
tralian continents, and their rela- 
tion to the comparative philology 
and mythology of Africa and In- 
dia. His contributions in English, 
French, Italian, Spanish, and Por- 
tuguese, include Memoirs on the 
identification of the Varini of Taci- 
tus and other points of Anglo-Saxon 
History,” 1848, 1866, 1868; « The 
Tide of the Caucasus, and its rela- 
tions to Egyptian and Coptic,” 
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1873 ; The Connection of the Lan- 
gnagesof India and Africa^'; "Pre- 
historic Comparative Philology,'^ 
1875 ; "The Khita and Khita- 
Peruvian Epoch/^ 1877; "The 
Mediterranean Populations from 
Antonomous Coins,^^ 1882. He first 
identified the Khita or Hamath 
inscriptions, on which he has pub- 
lished several essays. He is a 
member of nnmerous learned so- 
cieties, and has received many 
hononrs from foreign governments 

CLAEKE, James Freeman, D .D., 
born at Hanover, New Hampshire, 
April 4, 1810. A.B. (Harvard), 
1829. He graduated from the Cam- 
bridge Divinity School in 1833, and 
had charge of a Unitarian Church 
at Louisville, Kentucky, from 1833 
to 1841. In 1841 he became pastor 
of the Church of the Disciples, 
Boston, which position he stiU re- 
tains. Besides numerous contribu- 
tions to periodical literature, he has 
translated De Wette*s “ Theodore,^^ 
1840 ; and has published " Service 
and Hymn Book for the Church of 
the Disciples,” 1844; "Life and 
Military Services of G-en. William 
HuH,” 1848; "Eleven Weeks in 
Europe,” 1851 , " Christian Doc- 
trine of Forgiveness,” 1852 ; in con- 
nection with Channing and Emer- 
son, Life of Margaret Fuller 
Ossoli,” 1852 ; " Christian Doctrine 
of Prayer,” 1854 , " The Hour which 
Comelh and Now is,” 1862 , " Ortho- 
doxy,” 1866, "Steps of Belief,” 
1870 ; " The Ten Great Eeligions of 
the World,” 1870 , " Common Sense 
in Eeligion,” 1873 ; "Exotics,” 1874 ; 
"Go Up Higher,” 1877; "Howto 
Find the Stos,” 1878 ; " Memorial 
and Biographical Sketches,” 1878 ; 
" Essentials and Non-Essentials in 
Eeligion,” 1878 ; " Self-Culture,” 
1880, "Legend of Thomas Didy- 
mus,” 1881 ; and " Events and 
Epochs in Eeligions History,” 1881. 

CLAEKE, The Ebv. John Ers- 
KiNE, M.A., bom in 1827, was edu- 
cated at Wadham College, Oxford, 
where he graduated B.A. in 1850, 
and proceeded M.A. in 1853. He 


was ordained in 1851 by Bishop 
Longley, of Eipon, and having held 
the curacy of St. Mary^s Low Har- 
rogate, and afterwards that of St. 
Mary^s Lichfield, each for two years, 
he was appointed vicar of St. Mi- 
chaePs, Derby, in 1856. In 1868 he 
resigned the vicarage of St. Mi- 
chaePs, and undertook the care of a 
new church, St. Andrew^s Lit- 
church, in a suburb of Derby, which 
church was an offshoot from St. 
MichaePs, and was chiefly built at 
great cost by the shareholders of 
the Midland Eailway Company In 
1869 he was appointed a prebendary 
of Lichfield Cathedral, but resigned 
his stall in 1872 on being appointed 
vicar of Battersea. He became an 
Honorary Canon of Winchester in 
1875, and was elected* Proctor for 
the clergy of the archdeaconries of 
Southwark and Kingston on the re- 
arrangement of the diocese of 
Eochester. He is the editor of Tho 
Pansh Magazxne, from 1859 , Church 
Bells, from 1871; Chatterbox, from 
1867 ; The Children* s Prize, from 
1863 , Church Polks* Home Magazine, 
from 1880 , and the author of "Plain 
Papers on the Social Economy of 
the People,” " Common Life Ser- 
mons,” "Heart Music, a Poetry 
Book for Working People:” and 
"Hearty Staves: a Song-book for 
Workmen ” 

CLAEKE, John S., comedian, 
bom in Maryland, U.S., in 1835, 
began his first regular engage- 
ment at the Old Chesnut Theatre, 
Philadelphia, as Soto, in " She 
Would and She Would Not,” Aug. 
28, 1852. In the following January 
he became the leading comedian in 
that theatre, where he remained till 
1854, when he appeared at Balti- 
more as first comedian of the Front 
Street Theatre. In 1855 he became 
a member of the Arch Street Theatre, 
Philadelphia, where he was the 
leading comedian until 1858, when 
he became joint lessee and manager 
with Mr William Wheatley, making 
occasional " starring visits to the 
Southern cities. Having retired 
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from the management of the Arch 
Street Theatre^ Mr. Clarke appeared^ 
in 1861, at New York, where he 
made a "hit ” almost unprecedented. 
At the Winter G-arden Theatre, 
New York, he fulfilled annually a 
star engagement, generally of 100 
nights^ duration, and acted regu- 
larly for shorter periods in all the 
principal cities of America. In 1863 
he "became joint-lessee of the Winter 
Garden Theatre, New York, and so 
continued till 1867, in the spring of 
which year the establishment was 
destroyed by fire. In 1865 he pur- 
chased, in conjunction with his 
brother-in-law, Edwin Booth, the 
Walnut Street Theatre, Philadel- 
phia, and in 1866 he became joint 
lessee of the Boston Theatre, thus 
being simultaneously in the manage- 
ment of leading theatres in the 
three principal cities of the United 
States. In the autumn of 1866, he 
made his first professional appear- 
ance at Boston, where his perform- 
ances met with immediate and un- 
equivocal success. In the autumn 
of 1867 he came out at the St. 
Jameses Theatre in London, in the 
character of Wellington de Boots, 
which he had performed more than 
a thousand mghts in America. His 
success was at once assured by the 
unanimous verdict of an audience 
totally uninfluenced by any personal 
feeling. Before quitting the St. 
James's Theatre, Mr. Clarke ex- 
hibited, as the conscience-stricken 
Yorkshireman, Robert Tyke, in 
Morton's comedy of " The School of 
Reform," a remarkable mastery of 
the dialect, and a power of express- 
ing strong emotioml feelings, which 
proved his range to be by no means 
Hmited to eccentric comedy. In 
Eebruary, 1868, he began an engage- 
ment at the Princess's Theatre, per- 
forming Caleb Scudder in "The 
Octoroon." He then acted in Liver- 
pool, Edinburgh, Birmingham, 
Dublin, Belfast, and other towns. 
On particular occasions he has 
played at Covent Garden, Drury 
Lane, and the Adelphi Theatres. 


Having resolved to appear in Lon- 
don in some of the old English 
comedies, he clung to the determi- 
nation tenaciously, made a special 
study of the character of Dr. Pan- 
gloss, and effected the revival of the 
yoxmger Colman's comedy of " The 
Heir-at-Law," and subsequently of 
" The Poor Gentleman." He made 
his first appearance at the Strand 
Theatre, November 6, 1868. He re- 
appeared in New York, April 17, 
1870, before a crowded and culti- 
vated audience. The engagement 
extended to 42 performances, and 
he subsequently performed in many 
other cities of the United States. 
He re-appeared in London, at the 
Strand Theatre, July 29, 1871, as 
Dr. Pangloss. In Dec., 1871, he 
again crossed the Atlantic, and it 
was during this visit to America 
that he appeared at Philadelphia in 
conjunction with Mr. E. A Sothern, 
both actors playing alternately at 
two theatres on the same evening. 
Mr. Clarke next appeared in London 
at the Strand Theatre, commencing 
March 9, 1872, and continuing for 
upwards of 60 consecutive nights, 
as Dr. OUapod in " The Poor Gentle- 
man." He extended his series of 
London triumphs by a masterly 
rendering of Bob Acres in "The 
Rivals," at the Charmg Cross 
Theatre. 

CLARKE, Mbs. Mary Cowben, 
the eldest daughter of Mr. Vincent 
Novello, and sister of Madame Clara 
Novello, was bom in June 1809, and 
was married in 1828 to the late Mr. 
Charles Cowden Clarke, the friend 
of Lamb, Keats, HazHtt, and Leigh 
Hunt. A year after her marriage 
she commenced her minute analysis 
of our immortal dramatist, the 
"Complete .Concordance to Shakes- 
peare," which, after sixteen years’ 
assiduous labour, was brought to a 
successful termination, and pub- 
lished in 1845. In addition to this 
labour of love, Mrs. Cowden Clarke 
has written, "The Adventures of 
Elit Bam, Mariner,” published in 
1848 ; " The Girlhood of Shakes- 
s 2 
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peare^s Heroines,” in 1850 , a novel 
called “ Tlie Iron Cousm,” in 1864 j 
The Song of Drop of Wather, by 
Harry Wandworth Shortfellow,” m 

1856 j ""World-noted Women,” in 

1857 ; an edition of "" Shakespeare’s 
Works, with a scrupulous revision 
of the Text,” ""Trust and Ee- 
mittance : Love Stones in Metred 
Prose,” in 1873 j and "" A Eambling 
Story,” 2 vols., 1874, as well as 
various magazine articles, chiefly 
relating to the great master-pieces 
of dramatic hterature, besides a few 
poems and stories m verse. In con- 
junction with her husband, she pro- 
duced "" Many Happy Eetums of the 
Day. a Birthday Book,” in 1847 
and 1860 , and an annotated edition 
of "" Shakespeare’s Plays,” in 1869. 

GLADGHTON, The Eiq-ht Eev. 
Piers Calvelet, D D., son of the 
late Thomas Clai^hton, Esq., and 
brother of the Eight Eev. Thomas 
Legh Claughton, Bishop of St. 
Albans, was bom in Lancashire in 
1814, and educated at Brasenose 
College, Oxford, where he gradu- 
ated B.A. in first-class honours in 
1836, and, havmg gained the Chan- 
cellor’s prize for ihe English essay 
in 1837, became Fellow and Tutor 
of University College, Public Ex- 
aminer and Select i^eacher in the 
University, and rector of Elton, 
Huntmgdonshire. He held the 
bishopric of St. Helena from 
1859 to 1862, when he was trans- 
lated to Colombo. He resigned 
the latter see m December, 1870, 
on being appointed Archdeacon of 
London and Coad]utor to the 
Bishop of London, and a Canon of 
St. Paul’s. He was appointed 
Eural Dean of Hackney in 1874, 
and in April, 1875, he succeeded 
the Eev. G. E. Gleig as Chaplain- 
General to Her Majesty’s Forces. 
Dr. Claughton is the author of ""A 
Brief Comparison of the XXXIX 
Articles with Holy Scriptures,” 
1844; ""A Letter to the Earl of 
Derby on the Eevival of Convoca- 
tion,” 1852 ; and "" Lectures on 
Buddhism.” 


CLAUGHTON, The Eioht Eev. 
Thomas Legh, D.D., Bishop of St 
Albans, son of the late Thomas 
Claughton, Esq., bom Nov. 6, 1808, 
at Haydock Lodge, Lancashire, 
was educated at Eugby and at 
Trmity College, Oxford, of which 
he was successively Scholar, Fel- 
low, and Tutor, and where he 
graduated B.A. in 1831, taking a 
first class in classical honours, 
having previously gained the Chan- 
cellor’s prize for Latin verse, and 
Sir Eoger Newdegate’s prize for 
English verse. He obtained the 
prize for the Latin essay in 1832, 
was appointed Public Examiner in 
1836, and was in 1841 preferred to 
the vicarage of Kidderminster by 
the Earl of Dudley, to whose sister 
he is married He was Professor 
of Poetry at Oxford from 1852 to 
1857, and Honorary Canon of Wor- 
cester; was made Bishop of Eo- 
chester in 1867 ; and was translated 
to the newly-constituted see of St. 
Albans m 1877. 

CLAYTON, Ellen Cbeathorne 
(Mrs Needham), eldest child and 
only daughter of Mr Benjamin 
Clayton, ^ist, and his wife, Mary 
Grahame, is a native of Dublin. 
When Miss Clayton was seven 
years old the family quitted Ire- 
land, and came to settle in London, 
where they have ever since re- 
mained. Miss Clayton became a 
student at the National Gallery, 
and at the British Museum; and 
she has designed in water-colours 
fanciful subjects for chromo-litho- 
graphy and also on wood. She has 
written the following works ; ""No- 
table Women,” 1860 , "" Celebrated 
Women,” 1860; and "'Women of 
the Eeformation,” 1861. These 
three works proved very successful, 
and have continued to be used 
largely as gift and prize books. 
Miss Clayton subsequently pub- 
lished "" Miss Hilly Moss,” a tale, 
1862; ""Queens of Song,” 1863, 
containing memoirs of the leading 
female singers of the opera, past 
and present ; "" Cruel Fortune,” a 
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novel, 1865 j Englisli Female 
Artists," a biographical work, 2 
vols., 1876 j “ Playing for Love," a 
novel, 1876 ; Crying for Ven- 
geance," a novel, 1877 j and Fe- 
male Warriors," 2 vols., 1879. Miss 
Clayton has been a frequent con- 
tributor to London Society, Tinsley^s 
Magazine, the Queen, and other 
magazines and newspapers. 

CLAYTON, Sib Oscar Moobe 
Passey, is the eldest son of the 
late Mr, James Clayton, of Percy- 
street, Bedford-square, by Caro- 
line, daughter of Mi:. Edward Kent, 
of Kingston, Surrey, and he was 
bom in London in 1816. He w-as 
educated at Bruce Castle School, 
Tottenham, whence he proceeded 
to University College and Middle- 
sex Hospital. Mr. Clayton became 
a member of the Eoyi College of 
Surgeons in 1838 and a Fellow in 
1853. He is an Extra Surgeon-in- 
Ordinary to the Prince of Wales and 
Surgeon-in-Ordinary to the Duke of 
Edinburgh. He is also a Deputy 
Lieutenant for Middlesex and the 
Tower Hamlets, and a Knight of 
the Order of Leopold of Belgium. 
He received the honour of kmght- 
hood in Nov., 1882. 

CL^IMENCEAU, Eugene, a 
French physician and politician, 
born at Mouilleron-en-Pareds (Ven- 
dee), Sept. 28, 1841, commenced 
his professional studies at Nantes, 
and completed them at Paris, where 
in 1869 he was created a Doctor of 
Medicine, after which he practised 
at Montmartre. After the revolu- 
tion of Sept, 4, 1870, he was ap- 
pointed Mayor of the 18th arron- 
dissement of Paris, and a member 
of the Commission of Communal 
Education. At the election of 
Feb. 8, 1871, he was elected a 
representative of the department 
of the Seine in the National As- 
sembly, where he took his place 
among the members of the Exiieme 
Left, and voted against the pre- 
liminaries of peace. On the 18th 
of March he endeavoured to save 
the lives of the Oenerals Lecomte 


and Clement Thomas, but in vain, 
for he did not arrive at the Hue 
des Eosiers until after their execu- 
tion. On this occasion the Central 
Committee of the Communists, 
which was sitting at the Hotel de 
Ville, resolved that Dr. Clemeneeau 
should be arrested ; but he was for- 
tunate enough to elude the vigi- 
lance of the insurrectionary police. 
When the murderers were put upon 
their trial (Nov. 29, 1871) some of 
the witnesses accused him of not 
having interfered as early as he 
might have done, but he was 
warmly defended by Colonel Lang- 
lois, whose testimony appeared to 
clear Dr. Clemeneeau from all 
blame in the matter. However, 
the accusations led to a duel be- 
tween Dr- Clemeneeau and M. le 
commandant de Poussaagues, who 
was wounded in the leg by a pistol- 
shot. Dr. Clemeneeau was prose- 
cuted for this affair a month later, 
the result being that he was con- 
demned by the Seventh Chamber 
of Correctional Police to be im- 
prisoned for a fortnight, and to 
pay a fine of twenty-five francs. In 
the sitting of the 20th of March he 
introduced in the National As- 
sembly a Bill, signed by the Eadi- 
cal fraction of the Deputies of the 
department of the Seine, to autho- 
rize the election of a Municipal 
Council for the city of Paris, to 
consist of eighty members ; and he 
was one of those who signed the 
manifesto of Deputies and Mayors 
fixing the municipal elections on 
the 26th of that month. A candi- 
date at those elections, he polled 
752 votes, but was not elected. 
After having taken part in the un- 
successful attempts at conciliation 
between the Q-overnment and the 
Commune, he sent in his resigna- 
tion both as Mayor and Deputy, 
and retired for a short period into 
private life. On July 23, 1871, he 
was elected a member of the Muni- 
cipal Council of Paris for the 
CHgnancourt quarter, and he took 
a prominent p^ in the discussions 
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concerning primary secular instruc- 
tion and financial questions. On 
Nov. 29j 1874, he was re-elected a 
member of the Municipal Council, 
of which he became successively 
Secretary and Yice-President, and 
eventuaUy President in Nov., 1875. 
He was elected a Deputy for the 
department of the Seine by the 
18th arrondissement of Paris, Eeb. 
20, 1876, and afterwards he became 
Secretary of the Chamber. In the 
following April he resigned his 
place in the Municipal Council. He 
was again re-elected to the National 
Assembly by the 18th arrondisse- 
ment of Pans at the general elec- 
tions of Oct. 14, 1877. After the 
assembling of the new Chamber he 
was nominated by a general meet- 
ing of the Left, a member of the 
committee of 18, which was en- 
trusted with the task of directing 
the opposition of the Eepublican 
majority against the enterprises 
which it was feared would be set on 
foot by the esctra-parliamentary 
Cabinet presided over by General 
de Eochebouet In the sittings 
which followed, among the speeches 
delivered by M. Clemenceau, that 
in which he rtemanded the trial of 
the Mmisters of the 16th of May, 
attracted particular attention. 

CLEMENS, Samuel Lang- 
HOENE, generally known by his 
nom de guerre “ Mark Twain,'' bom 
at Florida, Missouri, Nov. 30, 1835 
At the age of thirteen he was ap- 
prenticed to a printer, and worked 
at the trade in St. Louis, Cincinnati, 
Philadelphia, and New York. -In 
1855 he became for a short time 
pilot on the Mississippi river, and 
in 1861 went to Nevada as private 
secretary to his brother, the Secre- 
tary of the territory. He then 
went to the mines, and afterwards 
for several montlis acted as reporter 
for Californian newspapers. He 
spent six months in the Hawaiian 
Islands in 1864, and after deliver- 
ing humorous lectures m California 
and Nevada, returned to the East 
in 1867, where he published The 


Jumping Prog," a humorous sketch. 
In this year he embarked with a 
large number of other passengers 
on a pleasure excursion up the 
Mediterranean, to Egypt, and the 
Holy Land, which he describes in 
''The Innocents Abroad" (1869). 
For a time he was editor of a daily 
newspaper, published in Buffalo, 
New York, where he married a 
lady possessed of a large fortune. 
In 1872 he visited England, giving 
several humorous lectures, and a 
London publisher made a collection, 
in four volumes, of his humorous 
papers, adding, however, many 
which the author asserts were never 
written by him. In 1874 he pro- 
duced in New York a comedy, "The 
Gilded Age," which had a remark- 
able success, owing mainly to the 
personation, by Mr. Eaymond, of 
the leading character, " Colonel 
Mulberry Sellers." He is a frequent 
contributor to the magazines, and 
in addition to the books mentioned 
above has published — "Eoughing 
It," 1872; "Adventures of Tom 
Sawyer," 1876 ; " Punch, Brothers, 
Punch." 1878 ; "A Tramp Abroad," 
1880; "The Prince and the Pau- 
per," 1882; "The Stolen White 
Elephant and other Tales," 1882; 
and " Life on the Mississippi," 
1883. He resides at Hartford, 
Connecticut. 

CLEEK, Sib Geobge Eussell, 
K.C.B., G.C.S.I., is the eldest son 
of M!r. John Clerk, of Worting 
House, Hampshire, by the daughter 
and co-heir of Mr. Carew Mildmay, 
of Shawford House, in the same 
county (sister of Lady St. John 
Mildmay). He was born at Wort- 
ing House in 1800, was educated at 
Haileybury College, and entered 
the civil service of the East India 
Company in 1818. In 1830 he was 
made political agent on the Bengal 
frontier, and became in succession 
British envoy at Lahore, Lieut,- 
Govemor of the North-western Pro- 
vinces, and Governor of Bombay. 
This last ofS.ce he resigned in 1847. 
Eeturning to England, he was 
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created a K.C.B. (civil division) m 
1848^ and was offered the governor- 
ship of the Cape of Q-ood Hope. 
This post he declined, though he 
undeiftook the duties of a commis- 
sioner for settling lihe boundary 
question in dispute in that colony. 
In 1856 he was nominated per- 
manent Under-Secretary to the 
India Board, on the reconstruction 
of our Indian administration, and 
in 1858 Under-Secretary of State 
for India. In April, 1860, he was 
again nominated to the governor- 
ship of Bombay; but he resigned 
in consequence of Ol-health in 1861, 
and was appointed a member of 
her Majesty's Indian Council in 
Dec. 1863. He held the latter 
appointment till 1876. On the 
establishment of the -order of the 
Star of India, m 1861, he was one 
of the first created knights of the 
order ; and on its extension in 1866 
he was nominated one of the 
Knights G-rand Cross. 

CLIFFORD, Feedebick, was 
bom in 1828, and called to the bar 
of the Middle Temple in 1859. He 
served as Assistant Boundary Com- 
missioner under the Reform Act of 
1867 Mr. Clifford, who for many 
years has been on iiie literary staff 
of the Times, is the author of a 
treatise on " The Steamboat Powers 
of Railway Companies ” (1865), and 
joint author (with Mr. Pembroke 
Stephens) of a treatise on '^The 
Practice of the Court of Referees 
on Private Bills in Parliament” 
(1870), a standard text-book in 
Private Bill Practice. He is also 
]omt author of yearly volumes of 
Reports of Cases as to the Locus 
Standi of Petitioners, decided each 
Session by the Court of Referees 
from 1867 down to the present 
time. He published, in 1875, *^^The 
Agricultural Lock-out of 1874 ; with 
Notes upon Farming and Farm 
Labour in the Eastern Counties,” 
founded on a series of letters 
which appeared in the Times ; and 
is also ihe author of a treatise on 
f'The Agricultural Holdings Act, 


1875 ; ” of other Papers reprinted 
from the Journal of the Royal 
Agricultural Society; and of an 
a^icle on English Land Law,” 
forming one of the treatises pre- 
pared under the direction of the 
Royal Agricultural Society, and 
translated and published by ^^La 
Societe des Agric^teurs de Prance,” 
for the Congres International de 
rAgriculture,” held in Paris in 1878. 

CLIFFORD, Majob-Q-eneeaii 
The Hon-. Sib Hentet Hugh, 
K.C.M.G-., C.B., Y.C., son of the 
seventh Lord Clifford, of Chudley, 
by Mary Lucy, daughter of 
Thomas Weld, of Lulworth Castle, 
was bom in 1826. Entering the 
army in 1846, Greneral Clifford 
served throughout the Caffre war 
of 1852-3 with the Rifle Brigade, 
and was present at the battle of 
Boem Platz. He accompanied his 
battalion to the Crimea at the out- 
break of the Eastern campaign of 
1854; and, bemg appointed aide- 
de-camp to Major-G-eneral Buller, 
served in that capacity during the 
early part of the war, and subse- 
quently as Deputy- Assistant Adju- 
tant-G-eneral of the Light Division. 
He received the Yictoria Cross for 
conspicuous courage at Inkermann, 
where, by killing two Russians with 
his own sword, he saved the life of 
a private. As Assistan-^Quarter- 
master-G^neral of the China Ex- 
peditionary Force, General Clifford 
was present at the operations 
before and at the taking of Canton 
in 1857, and received the rank of 
Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel. In 
Feb. 1879, he left England for 
South Africa, to take up an ap- 
pointment on the staff of Lieu- 
tenant-General Lord Chelmrford; 
and for a few months in 1882 he 
was in command of the eastern 
district. In addition to the Yic- 
toria Cross, General Clifford is in 
possession of medals for the Cape, 
the Crimean, and China wars ; he 
is a Knight of the Legion of Honour, 
of the Medjidie, and a Companion 
of the Order of the Bath.

CLIPEOED, The Hon. and 
Eight Eev. William Joseph 
Hugh, D D., a Catholic prelate, 
son of Hngli Charles, seventh Lord 
Chfford, by his wife Mary Lucy, 
only daughter of the late Thomas 
Weld, Esq. (who, after his wife^s 
death, tooh holy orders, and became 
a Cardinal), was born at Irnham, 
Lincolnshire, Dec 24, 1823. He 
was educated at Eome — ^first in the 
College of Nobles, and next in the 
CoUegio Eomano. The revolution 
of 1848 obliged him to withdraw to 
Louvain, where he spent a year 
among the Jesmts He completed 
Ins studies in the College of St. 
Bueno, near St. Asaph, in Wales, 
took holy orders, and m 1852 was 
appointed Vicar-General to Dr. 
Errington, Bishop of Plymouth. 
In 1857 he was appomted Bishop 
of Clifton, bemg consecrated on 
Peb. 15 by Pope Pius IX. m the 
Sistine Chapel. The diocese of 
Clifton comprises the counties of 
Gloucester, Somerset, and Wilts. 

CLBSEEET, Gustave Paul, a 
Prench Communist general, born 
at Paris June 23, 1823. His father 
was an ancien officier of the Pirst 
Empire, and became colonel of a 
regiment of the line under the 
Monarchy of July. Young Cluseret 
studied in the military school of St. 
Cyr, and upon leaving, in 1845, was 
appointed a sub-lieutenant of his 
father's regiment, the 55th. In the 
revolution of Feb. 1848, Cluseret 
was in command of a section of 
grenadiers told off for the protec- 
tion of the Bank. When the Na- 
tional Guard of the quartier relieved 
the troops, Baron d'Argoult hid the 
young officer and his soldiers for 
two days, and then assisted them 
to escape in disguise from the fury 
of the people. In the days of June, 
Cluseret was elected a chief of a 
battalion of National Guards, and 
for his bravery under fire was named 
Chevaher of the Legion of Honour. 
After the dissolution of the Garde 
Mobile he returned to his old regi- 
ment with the grade of lieutenant. 


and shortly afterwards was put on 
the retired list in consequence of a 
manifestation of politics adverse to 
the Pnnoe-President. He was re- 
placed at the intercession of Mar- 
shal Magnan, an old friend of his 
father's, and in 1853 was transferred 
^to the Chassem's-a-pied, with whom 
he went through the campaign in 
the Crimea, was made captain, and 
after the peace went to Africa, 
where, as his biographer, M. Jules 
Eichards, delicately puts it, "the 
elasticity of his principles in the 
matter of the ownership of property 
made it necessary for him to re- 
sign." In 1860 he turned up with 
the army of Garibaldi, where he 
became lieutenant-colonel. When 
the war broke out in America he 
joined the Pederals, and fought 
agamst the South with the grade 
of a colonel. Here, previous to the 
fall of Imperialism in Paris, his 
military career ends, and M. Jules 
Eichards frankly professes his in- 
abihty to account for the title of 
General under which Cluseret of- 
fered his services to the Commune. 
After the close of the American 
war Cluseret returned to Prance 
and took up the profession of jour- 
nalism. Another indication of 
" elasticity of principle " led to the 
necessity of his quitting Paris, and 
he came over to Eng:land, where he 
mixed himself up with the Peman 
agitation. Eeturning again to 
Prance, he got into trouble by rea- 
son of the pubhcation of a news- 
paper article to which his name 
was appended, and was condemned 
to two months' imprisonment in 
St. P51agie. There, in addition to 
the acquaintance of his biographer, 
he made that of certain agents of 
the International Society, the effect 
of which was shortly afterwards 
seen in his organizing the strike of 
the shop-assistants in Paris, in 1869. 
After the elections of June in that 
year, Cluseret was expelled from 
Prance at the instance of the Minis- 
ter of War, who had reason to be- 
lieve that the ex-captain was tarn- 
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pering wiih the sous~offi,ciers of the 
garrison. Immediately upon the 
/proclamation of the Provisional G-o« 
vernment of Sept 4^ 1870j the exile 
turned up again^ and his subsequent 
history is legibly vrritten in the 
records of revolution at Mai’seilles, 
Lyons^ and Paris. For a short time 
he was at the head of the military 
operations of the Paris Commtme^ 
but, like nearly all the other agents 
of that body, he soon fell under sus- 
picion, and was arrested, though he 
was released from custody shortly 
before the entrance of the Yersailles 
troops. It was reported that he was 
shot between Sept. 22 — ^26, 1871; 
but, notwithstanding the vigi- 
lant search made for him by the 
police, he remained in concealment 
in Paris till the end of the month 
of December, 1871, when he escaped 
to London. Soon afterwards he 
went to the United States. The 
Third Council of War, sitting at 
Yersailles, condemned him to death, 
par contumacej AxLg. 30, 1S72. Clu- 
seret and his publisher were on Jan. 
21 i 1881, sentenced by default to 
two years^ imprisonment and 3000 f . 
fine for an article inciting soldiers 
to mutiny 

COBBE, Miss Fbakcbs Power, 
daughter of Charles Cobbe, Esq , 
of Newbridge House, eo. Dublin, 
D.L., J.P., was born Dec. 4, 1822, 
and educated at Brighton. She 
has been a frequent contributor to 
the periodicals of the day, and is 
the author of the following works : 
''The Workhouse as an Hospital,” 
1861 ; '' Friendless Girls, and How 
to Help Them,” 1861, containing an 
account of the Preventive Mission 
at Bristol; "Female Education,” 
1862; " Thanksgiving : a Chapter 
of EeHgious Duty,” 1863; "The 
Red Flag in John Builds eyes,” 
1863; "Essays on the Pursuits of 
Women,” 1863 ; " Broken Lights : 
an Inquiry into the Present Condi- 
tion and Svture Prospects of Reli- 
gious Faith,” 1864, 2nd edit. 1865, 
3rd edit. 1878 ; " The Cities of the 
Past/^ 1864, reprinted from Ewer’s 


Magazine; " Religious Duty,” 1864 ;

"Studies New and Old of Ethical 
and Social Subjects,” 1865; "Hours 
of Work and Play,” 1867; "The

1877 ; and "Duties of Women:”

COBBOLD, Thomas Spencer, 
M.D., F.R S., F.L S., youngest son 
of the late Rev. Rich^d Cobbold, 
author of "Margaret Catchpole,” 
was bom at Ipswich, May 26, 1828, 
and graduated with the highest 
honours at Edinburgh in 1851. He 
was immediately afterguards ap- 
pointed Curator of the University 
Anatomical Museum, during which 
time he delivered lectures with the 
sanction of the Senatus Academi- 
cus. Working at geology and 
natural history, under Edward 
Forbes, he pubH^ed numerous me- 
moirs in the scientific journals, and 
was appointed Yice-Ppesident of the 
Physiological Society. On the 
death of Forbes, he came to Lon- 
don, and was soon afterwards 
elected to the chair of Botany at 
St. Mary’s Hospital. In 1860 he 
was appointed to the chair of 
Botany, and subsequently also to 
the clmir of Comparative Anatomy, 
at the Middlesex Hospital. In 
1868, through the recommendation 
of the late Sir R, Murchison, he 
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•was cliosen to fill the office of | 
Swiney Lecturer on Geology in con- 
nection with the British Museum. 
These lectures were so popular that 
they secured, collectively, upwards 
of 15,000 attendances. His favour- 
ite subject of investigation, how- 
ever, has been that of Entozoa, or, 
more correctly. Helminthology, in 
which department he has written a 
profusely illustrated standard trea- 
tise and several smaller works. He 
has also contributed numerous 
scientific memoirs to the Eoyal, 
Linnsean, and Zoological Societies 
During five successive years he 
acted as Secretary to the Biological 
Section of the British Association ; 
and in 1879 he succeeded Professor 
Huxley as President of the Quekett 
Microscopical Club. He is also one 
of the Honorary Vice-Presidents of 
the Birmingham Natural History 
and Microscopical Society. Dr 
Cobbold has for many years prac- 
tised as a physician, devoting his 
attention exclusively to internal 
parasitic diseases In recognition 
of his services to biology, the 
Academy of Natural Sciences of 
Philadelphia conferred upon him the 
title of Honorary Correspondent, 
and the Eoyal Agricultural Aca- 
demy of Turin appomted him 
Honorary Foreign Member. A 
French "writer has said, ‘"'En fait 
d’helminthologie, M. Cobbold est 
considere en Angleterre comme la 
premiere au-fcorite,” whilst the lead- 
ing English professional journal 
speaks of his chief work as ‘^a 
noble contribution to medical sci- 
ence, which does honour to its 
author, and is a credit to our na- 
tional hterature One of his 
smaller works has passed through 
several editions, and two others 
have been translated and repub- 
lished in Italy. 

CODEINGTON, General Sib 
William John, G.C B., the eldest 
surviving son of the late Admiral 
Sii’ Edward^Codrmgton, G.C.B , by 
his marriage with Miss Jane Hall, 
of Old Windsor, was born in Nov. 


1804, and entered the army lu 1821. 
He went with the Coldstream 
Guards to Bulgaria in 1854, was 
made Major-Gen by brevet whilst 
at Varna, and distinguished him- 
self both at the Alma, and at In- 
kermann. Sir W. Codrington was 
appointed to command the Light 
Division during a portion of the 
siege of Sebastopol, and was made 
Commander-in-Chief of the army 
in Nov. 1855. He was present with 
the army from its arrival in the 
Crimea to the evacuation, July 12, 
1856 ; was made a K.C.B during 
the war, and a G.C B. in 1865. He 
represented Green-wich from 1857 
to 1859, when he was appomted to 
the command at Gibraltar. The 
colonelcy of the 23rd Fusiliers was 
bestowed upon him Dec 27, 1860, 
and he was promoted to the rapjs of 
General, July 27, 1863 In March, 
1875, he was appointed Colonel of 
the Coldstream Guards, and in Oct. 
1877, placed upon the retired list. 
Sir W Codrington is Second Class 
of the Legion of Honour, Grand 
Cross of the Military Order of 
Savoy, and First Class of the Med- 
jidie. He is an active member of 
the Metropolitan Board of Works. 

COFFIN, The Eioht Eev. 
Eobbbt Aston, D.D , Bishoj) of 
Southwark, is of a Sussex family, 
and was born in Brighton July 19, 
1819. His father was a gentleman 
of private means, and engaged in 
no profession In 1837 Mr. Eobert 
Coffin, having been educated at 
Harrow, entered Christ Church, 
Oxford^ as a commoner ; in 1838 he 
became a student of that College ; 
in 1840 he took his degree, and was 
in the third class of honours. In 
1843 he became vicar of St. Mary 
Magdalene’s, Oxford, and two years 
later he, like six or seven other 
Anglican ministers of that church, 
embraced the CathoHc religion. 
Previous to his conversion the Eev. 
E. Coffin had joined the Tractarian 
movement, and while Mr. Ne-vraian 
was advancing towards the Eoman 
Church at Littlemore, he was reach^ 
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ing it at St. Mary Magdalene^s. In 
1845, on the Eeast of St. ih’aneis 
Xavier, he finally left the Church 
of England, and was received into 
the Roman Church hy the late Mgr. 
Brindle, at Prior Park College. 
For a year after this he resided 
with Mr. Ambrose Lisle Phillips, at 
Grace Dien Manor. He went to 
Rome with Dr. Newman, and was 
ordained priest on Oct. 31, 1847. 
Three years after this, feeling 
strongly drawn to the Congregation 
of the Most Holy Redeemer, he 
became a Eedemptorist, and en- 
tered the novitiate in Belgium. 
In 1855 he was chosen Rector of St. 
Mar/s, Clapham, and in 1865 was 
appointed to the office of Provin- 
ci^, which he was successively con- 
firmed in every three or four years 
till his elevation to the episcopate. 
Prom 1852 to 1872 he was almost 
constantly employed in preaching 
missions and giving clergy retreats 
throughout England, Ireland, and 
Scotland. In April 1882 Pope Leo 
XIII. nominated him to the see of 
Southwark, in succession to the late 
Dr. DaneB He was consecrated 
by Cardinal Howard in the church 
of St. Alfonso, on the Esquihne, at 
Rome, June 11, 1882, and enthroned 
at St. George^s Cathedral, South- 
wark, on the 27th of the following 
month. The diocese of Southwark 
is now restricted to the counties of 
Surrey, Kent, and Sussex. Dr. 
Coffin has translated into English 
Blosius’s '' Oratory of the Faithful 
Soul,” and several of the works of 
St. Alfonso de Liguori. 

COKE, The Hon. Henry John, 
third son of the late Earl of Leices- 
ter (who was better known in his 
day as Mr, Coke of Holkham),bom 
in 1827, was educated at the Royal 
Naval College, Portsmouth, entered 
the navy in 1841, became lieutenant 
in 1847 ; afterwards retired from 
active service, and acted as private 
secretary to the Right Hon. E. 
Horsman, M.P., while Chief Secre- 
tary for Ireland, in 1855-7. He is 
the author of ^^Yienna in 1848,” 


A Ride over the Rocky Mountains 
to Oregon and CaHfomia, with a 
Glance at some of the Tropical 
Islands,” published in 1852 ; and of 
a novel entitled '^A Will and a 
Way,” in 1858. 

COLCHESTER, Bishop of. (See 
Blomfield ) 

COLE, Yicat, R.A., landscape 
painter, was born at Portsmouth 
in 1833, and received his eai'Hest 
instruction in art from his father, 
Mr. George Cole, a well-known 
member of the Society of British 
Artists. Afterwards he resorted 
wholly to nature in the open Eng- 
lish landscape for his materials, 
and the study of the means by 
which to transfer them with effect 
to canvas. Both he and his father 
were still resident at Portsmouth 
in 1852, when Vicat Cole sent his 
first exhibited pictures to London. 
These weretworiverscenes sketched 
in the picturesque locality of the 
Wye : one was entitled Scene on 
the Wye, Tintern ; ” the other 

From Symon’s Yat on the Wye.” 
They were exhibited at the Society 
of British Artists. Before another 
year arrived he had paid a visit to 
the Continent from which resulted 
a view of Marienbm^ Kloster, on 
the Moselle,” exhibited at the Royal 
Academy in 1853, with another work 

Ranmoor Common, Surrey,” a 
county whose beautiful scenery has 
furnished this artist with subjects 
for many of his finest works. In 
1858 he was elected a member of 
the Society of British Artists, and 
during several succeeding years he 
was a regular exhibitor in Suffolk 
Street- In 1860 he exhibited there 

A Surrey Corn-field — a view near 
Leith Hill, Dorking,” which by its 
truthful realisation of Nature in her 
richest autumn garb, its breadth 
of treatment, and skilful handling, 
commanded universal admiration. 
The Society for the Encourage- 
ment of the Fine Arts bestowed 
their silver medal upon the artist 
for this performance. The picture 
was subsequently exhibited in the 
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International Exhibition of 1862. 
In 1864, following the example of 
Stanfield, Roberts, Creswich and 
others, who had been members and 
exhibitors at Suffolk: Street, Mr. 
Cole retired from the Society of 
British Artists to become a candi- 
date for honours at the Eoyal Aca- 
demy The most important works 
which he exhibited at the Academy 
are* ^^The Decline of Day,’* in 
1864 , "" Spring Time,” in 1865, the 
sub3ect being suggested by one of 
the songs in Love’s Labour 
Lost , ” “ Evening Eest ” and 

Summer’s G-olden Crown,” in 
1866; a large stormy sea-piece, 
called St Bride’s Bay,” in 1867 ; 
“ Sunlight Lingering on the Au- 
tumn Woods,” in 1868 , A Pause 
in the Storm at Sunset,” Summer 
Flowers,” and Floating Down to 
Camelot,” in 1869 ; Sunshine 
Showers,” and " Evening,” in 1870, 
Autumn Gold,” in 1871, ^^Noon,” 
in 1872 ; Hay-time ” and Sum- 
mer Eain,” in 1873 ; " The Heart 
of Surrey ” and "" Misty Morning,” 
in 1874 , Richmond Hill,” Loch 
Scavaig, Isle of Skye,” and Sum- 
mer . noon,” in 1875 ; The Day’s 
Decline,” in 1876 ; Summer 
Showers ” and Arundel,” in 1877 , 
A Showery Day,” ^^The Alps at 
Eosenlaui,” and ^^A Surrey Pas- 
toral,” in 1878; ^"Ripening Sun- 
beams,” Leith Hill, from Den- 
bies,” and “Box Hill, from Den- 
bies,” in 1879 , “ A Thames Back- 
water,” “The Leaves of Wasted 
Autumn Woods,” “On Silver 
Thames,” and ^"The Mist of the 
Morning,” in 1880 ; “ Wargrave,” 
15 August Days,” and “ Streatley,” 
in 1881, “The Sources of the 
Thames,” “In Sylvan Sohtude,” 
and “ Abington,” m 1882 ; “ Wmd- 
sor” and “Autumn Morning,” in 
1883. He was elected an Asso- 
ciate of the Eoyal Academy in 
February, 1870. At that time 
nearly thirty yeai*s had elapsed 
since a landscape-painter pure and 
simple — VIZ., the late Mr. Creswick 
— ^was deemed worthy of the honour. 


Mr Cole was elected a Royal Aca- 
demician, June 16, 1880. Has 
favourite field of study and the 
source of most of his subjects is 
Surrey with its picturesque hills 
and dales, moors and woodland, 
cornfield and pasturage. This 
artist may be classed as an imita- 
tive realistic painter, relying on 
the character and sentiment of the 
scene he represents ; and if his 
work receives no very decided 
modification from passing through 
a mental or imaginative medium, 
it is always healthy and cheerful 
in feeling, and it owes much, to 
the technical charms of an elegant, 
graceful execution, and an effec- 
tive scheme of playful interchange 
of colouring. 

COLERIDGE (Lord), The Rioht 
Hon. John Duke Colerido-b, is the 
elder son of the late Right Hon. Sir 
John Taylor Coleridge, of Heath’s 
Court, Ottery St. Mary, by Mary, 
eldest daughter of the late Rev. 
Gilbert Buchanan, LL D., Yicar of 
Woodmansteme, and Rector of 
Northfleet, and was born in the year 
1821 . His lordship was educated at 
Eton, and at Balliol College, Oxford, 
where he obtained a scholarship, 
and graduated B A. m 1842 and 
M A in 1846, up to which year he 
had been a Fellow of Exeter Col- 
lege. He was called to the bar at 
the Middle Temple, Nov. 6, 1846, 
and went the Western circuit, of 
which he was for some years the 
leader. In 1855 he was appointed 
Recorder of Portsmouth, and was 
created a Queen’s Counsel in 1861, 
being soon afterwards nominated a 
Bencher of the Middle Temple. He 
was an unsuccessful candidate for 
the representation of Exeter in 
August, 1864, but was elected for 
that city in July, 1866, and con- 
tinued to represent it till Nov. 1873. 
In Dec. 1868, on the formation of 
Mr. Gladstone’s Government, he 
was selected to fill the office of So- 
licitor-General, when he received 
the honour of knighthood, and in 
Nov, 1871, on Sir Robert Collier 
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being appointed to a judgeship in 
the Judicial Department of the 
Privy Council, Sir John Duke Cole- 
ridge was appointed to succeed him 
as Attorney-Q-eneraL On the re- 
tirement of Lord Romilly, in 1873, 
from the Mastership of the Polls, 
Sir John Coleridge, as Attorney- 
General, though a member of the 
Common Law bar, received the first 
offer of that appointment, but after 
mature consideration he declined 
the office, which was conferred upon 
Sir George Jessel, the Sohcitor- 
Generalj who was a member of the 
Equity bar. Soon afterwards, how- 
ever, the death of Sir William Bo- 
viU left the Chief Justiceship of the 
Court of Common Pleas at tiie dis- 
posal of the Government, and this 
high office was at once conferred 
upon Sir John Coleridge, who was 
sworn in as Lord Chief Ju^ice, Nov. 
19, 1873. In the foEowmg month 
he was raised to the peerage by the 
title of Baron Coleridge of Ottery 
St. Mary, in the county of Devon. 
He was appointed Lord Chief Justice 
of England on the death of Sir 
Alexander Cockburn in Nov. 1880. 
Lord Coleridge was at one time a 
contributor to the Edinburgh Review ^ 
and other periodicals. BQis lordship 
married, in 1846, Jane Eortescue, 
third daughter of the Eev. George 
Turner Seymour, of Farringford- 
hill. Isle of Wight, and has issue 
three sons and a daughter, the sons 
being — ^the Hon. Bernard John Sey- 
mour Coleridge, bom in 1851 ; the 
Hon. Stephen WiUiam Buchanan 
Coleridge, bom in 1854; and the 
Hon. GBbert James Duke Coleridge, 
born in 1859. 

COLFAX, ScHUTLEB, bom at 
New York, March 23, 1823. His 
early education was very limited. 
In 1836 he removed with his mother 
(who had re-married) to Indiana, 
where he was fcnr a time clerk in a 
country store, and afterwards De- 
puty Auditor of St. Joseph Co. He 
studied law, was for two years a 
newspaper reporter, and in 1845 
established, at South Bend, a weekly 


' newspaper, the St. Joseph Valley 
I Register. In 1848 he was a delegate 
! to the National Whig Convention, 
! and in 1850 a member of the con- 
vention to frame a new constitution 
for the State of Indiana. He was 
defeated for Congress in 1851, but 
was elected in 1854, and successively 
re-elected until 1869. From Dec. 
1863, to March, 1869, he was Speaker 
of the House of i^presentetives. 
In 1868 he was elected Yice-Presi- 
dent on the ticket with Gen. Grant 
for President, and in the Convention 
of 1872 was again a candidate for 
the nomination, but was defeated by 
Henry Wilson. In 1873 Mr. Colfax 
was implicated in charges of cor- 
ruption brought against many mem- 
bers of Congress, but the Judiciary 
Committee of the House reported 
(Feb. 24, 1873) that there was no 
ground for the impeachment of Mr. 
Colfax, since, if there had been any 
offence committed by him, it was 
before he became Vice-President. 
Since that time he has taken no 
part in politics, but has frequently 
appeared as a public lecturer. 

COLLEGE, John Payne, philolo- 
gist, bibliographer, and commen- 
tator on Shakespeare, was bom in 
London, Jan. 11, 1789. BLis grand- 
father, descended from the famous 
Jeremy Collier, was, about 1775, one 
of the medical attendants on the 
household of Queen Charlotte. The 
father of the subject of the present 
memoir, who devoted himself to 
letters, was editor of the Monthly 
Register, and was connected with the 
management of the Times. The son, 
called to the bar by the Society of 
the Middle Temple, acting as a law 
reporter and as parliamentary re- 
porter for the Morning Chronicle, 
met with so much success as a pub- 
lic writer in the newspaper that Mr. 
Perry introduced him to many of 
the leaders of the Whig party, in- 
cluding Sir James Maclantosh, Mr. 
Tierney, Mr. Windham, and others. 
Having acquired, at an early age, a 
taste for the Elizabethan poets and 
dramatists, he published in the

journals -witli wliiclL lie was con- 
nected critical essays on these 
■writers , and his contributions to 
Constable’s Edinburgh Magazine and 
the Critical Review caused public 
attention "to be directed to many 
writers •who had been strangely 
neglected. He was one of the ear- 
liest critics of the present century 
who showed that the works of Peele, 
Greene, Nash, Lodge, Middleton, 
Marlow, and Webster deserved to be 
rescued from the obscurity into 
which they had fallen Mr. Collier 
proved himself able to appreciate 
the merits of our old EngKsh drama- 
tists, and to second the efforts of 
Headly, Hitson, G. EUis, Hazlitt, 
and Lamb, in drawing attention to 
their ■vmtings. One of his earliest 
works, The Poetical Decameron,'^ 
published in 1820, was exclusively 
devoted to this object. In 1822 he 
privately printed his allegorical 
poem in four cantos, The Poet's 
Pilgrimage." In his edition of 
Dodsley's Old Plays," published 
in 1825, Mr. Collier introduced six 
dramas of high merit, not included 
in any previous edition of the work ; 
and in a supplementary volume he 
published five additional plays of 
the time of Shakespeare, which had 
been neglected by former critics. 
His History of Dramatic Poetry ” 
was published in 1831. The Duke 
of Devonshire (to whom Mr. Collier 
became librarian) and others opened 
their valuable libraries -bo his re- 
searches, and enabled him to com- 
pile his " BibHo^aphical and Criti- 
cal Catalogue ; " and there was 
scarcely a collector of any note who 
did not readily give him access 'to 
his stores. Itwas amongst the manu- 
scripts of the late Lord Ellesmere's 
library that Mr. Collier discovered 
the greater part of the documents of 
which he has availed himself in his 
New Facts regarding the Life of 
Shakespeare," a work which he fol- 
lowed up in 1836 by New Particu- 
lars," and m 1839 by "Further 
Particulars." He has edited several 
works, more or less connected with 


the same subject, for the Camden 
and Shakespeare Societies, of the 
fia^st of which he was long treasurer, 
and of the last, director. He was 
engaged for more than twenty years 
in making collections of materials 
for a new Life of Shakespeare, pub- 
hshed in 1842-44. The Royal Com- 
mission, established for the purpose 
of inquiring into the condition and 
management of the British Museum, 
made him their secretary. He was, 
however, unable to carry out his 
plan for the speedy preparation of a 
catalogue. A pension on the civil 
list of oBlOO per annum was con- 
ferred upon him as a recognition of 
the services he had rendered to 
literature. In 1832 he had declined 
to become a stipendiary magistrate, 
and afterwards a Judge of the 
County Court, When Lord Campbell 
would have procured his appoint- 
ment. In 1850 Mr. Collier was 
chosen a Vice-President of the So- 
ciety of Antiquaries, to the Transac- 
tions of which he has been a fre- 
quent contributor. Among his ro- 
mammg publications may be men- 
tioned " A Book of Roxburghe Bal- 
lads," "Extracts from the Registers 
of the Stationers' Company, of 
Books entered for publication 1557- 
70," pubhshed in 1848 j and " Me- 
moirs of the Principal Actors in the 
Plays of Shakespeare," in 1846. In 
1858 he pubhshed a second edition 
of his Shakespeare, and in 1862 a 
new impression of the works of 
Spenser. He took a prominent part 
m advocating the early date and 
consequent authority of the MS. 
margmal notes in a copy of the folio 
edition of Shakespe^e. The publi- 
cation of these emendations excited 
a very animated controversy, and 
they were not generally accepted by 
Shakespearian critics, although all 
later editors have more or less 
adopted them in their text. In 1866 
Mr. Colher commenced a series of 
repnnts of the scattered and scarce 
productions of our early poets and 
pamphleteers, including a collection 
of our old English poetical Misoel- 
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lamesj begianing with Tottell, in 
1557, and coming down to Davison 
in 1602. His last published work 
was a Bibliographical Account of 
Bare Books/" in 1865, 2 vols. 8vo. 

COLLIEB, The Bight Hon. Sib 
Bobebt Pobbett, Judge of the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council, is son of the late Mr. John 
Collier, of Grimstone, who was 
M.P. for Plymouth from 1832 to 
184i2, by Emma, fourth daughter of 
the late Bobert Porrett, of North 
Hill House, near Plymouth. He 
was born at Mount Tamar, near 
Plymouth, in 1817, and educated at 
the Plymouth Grammar School and 
at Trinity College, Cambridge 
(B.A. 1841). He was called to the 
bar at the Inner Temple in 1843, 
and jomed the Western circuit, of 
which he became one of the acknow- 
ledged leaders, being nominated a 
Q.C., and receiving a patent of 
precedence in 1854. He held the 
recordership of Penzance for some 
years, was an unsuccessful candi- 
date for Launceston in 1841, and 
sat for Plymouth in the Liberal 
interest from 1852 until his ele- 
vation to the judicial bench. In 
1853 he introduced a bill for trans- 
ferring the testamentary jurisdic- 
tion of the Ecclesiastical Courts to a 
civil tribunal, the main provisions of 
which were adopted in the Act by 
which the Probate Court was subse- 
quently established. He proposed 
and carried a resolution in favour 
of limited liability in partnerships, 
which became the basis of subse- 
quent legislation on this subject. 
Mr. Colfier was Counsel to the 
Admiralty and Judge- Advocate of 
the Fleet from Dec., 1859, till Oct., 
1863, when he was made Solicitor- 
General, on the promotion of Sir 
BoundeU Palmer to the Attorney- 
Generalship. Sir Bobert Collier, 
who had received the customary 
honour of knighthood on being 
appointed Solicitor-General, retired 
from ofSice with the Bussell adminis- 
tration in July, 1866. On the return 
of the Liberal party to power in 


Dec., 1868, he was appointed 
Attorney-General. He held that 
office until Nov., 1871, when he was 
appointed a paid member of the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council. The Privy Council Act, 
passed at the close of the session 
of 1871, provided for the appomt- 
ment of four paid members of the 
Judicial Committee of that body, 
to consist of two Indian Judges and 
two Judges of the Superior Courts 
at Westminster. In order to qualify 
Sir Bobert Collier legally for the 
post, he was appointed a Puisne 
Judge of the Court of Co mm on 
Pleas for two days, and then trans- 
lated. His merits ^and his claims 
to high judicial office were never 
questioned, but Lord Chief Justice 
Gockbum addressed a protest on 
the subject, attacking Mr. Glad- 
stone and Lord Chancellor Etather- 
ley on account of the evasion of the 
Government's own Act. Chief 
Justice Bovill declared himself 
bound, as head of the Court of 
Common Pleas, to state that he 
enticely concurred with the Chief 
Justice of the Queen's Bench, wlzdle 
Mr. Justice Willes, on the other 
hand, recorded his opinion that the 
appointment was justifiable, and 
within the terms of the statute. 
The question of Sir Bobert Colher's 
appointment came under the notice 
of Parliament early in the session 
of 1872. In the House of Lords a 
vote of censure, moved by Lord 
Stanhope, was negatived by 89 
against 87 votes. ]^. Cross moved 
the vote of censure in the Lower 
House, and it was negatived by 268 
against 241 votes ; majority 27. On 
the motion of Sir BoundeU Palmer 
an amendment was then agreed to, 
to the effect that the House saw no 
just cause of censure in the appoint- 
ment. Sir Bobert Collier has pub- 
lished The Bailway Clauses, 
Companies' Clauses, and Lands' 
Clauses, Consolidation Acts, with 
notes. Together with an Appendix 
treating of the formation of a Badi- 
way Company, the mode of passing 
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a Bill thxouglL Parliament^ &c.j 
and an Addenda of Statutes and 
Porms/^ 1845 ; A Treatise on the 
Law relating to Mines/" 1849 ; A 
letter on Inform of the Superior 
Courts of Common Lawj to the 
Eight Hon. Lord John Eussell/" 
1851, 2nd edition, 1852 5 and The 
Oration of Demosthenes on the 
Crown,"" translated, 1875. He is an 
amateur painter, and has exhibited 
many pictures at the Eoyal Aca- 
demy. 

COLLIEE, The Eight Eev 
William Beknaud Allen, D.D., a 
Catholic prelate, born in 1S02, at 
Eokeby-Close, Eichmond, York- 
slure, was educated at Ampleforth, 
and afterwards at Douay, in France. 
He was elected Prior of the College 
at Douay in 1826, aud left in 1833 
to be incumbent of Little Crosby, 
in Lancashire. In 1834 he was ap- 
pointed representative of the Eng- 
lish Benedictine Fathers at the 
Court of Eome, and whilst residing 
there in that capacity he was nomi- 
nated in 1840 Yicar Apostolic of 
Mauritius, and was consecrated 
Bishop by Cardinal Fransoni, 
assisted by the Archbishop of 
Edessa, and Bishop Kyle, of Scot- 
land, who happened to be in Eome 
at the time He arrived m Mauri- 
tius in 1841, and, revisitmg Em'ope 
in 1844, had conferred on him by 
the Holy See the title of Eoman 
Count, assistant at the Papal 
Throne, and titular Bishop of Port 
Louis, the capital of Mauritius. 
He left Mauritius finally in 1862. 
The governor of the colony, the 
late Sir William Stephenson, com- 
plimented Bishop Collier before his 
departure on the progress of mora- 
lity in Mauritius during his episco- 
pacy ; and the Court of Eome gave 
him the flattering assurance that 
he had merited and secured its 
fullest confidence — ^lemssimam 
fidudam. 

COLLIN, jAc<iUEs Allin Simon 
Collin Danton, known as Db 
Planct, author, bom at Plancy, 
Jan. 28, 1793 ; went to Paris in 1812, 


and undertook literary work for 
various publishers. IJnder the 
Eestoration he started on his own 
account as a printer and publisher. 
The revolution of July ruined his 
business, and he took refuge in 
Belgium, where he resided for 
several years, publishing works 
which flattered the Belgian nation- 
ality. He returned to Prance in 
1837, and endeavoured to found at 
Plancy a kind of “ Society Phalan- 
sterienne,"" afterwards transformed 
into the Societe de Saintr Yictor 
From 1812 to 1835, M. Collin de 
Plancy was Voltairian and anti- 
clench I but in 1837 he made his 
peace with the Pope. Whilst advo- 
cating Communist principles he 
wrote The Infernal Dictionary,"" 
the Feudal Dictionary,"" Me- 
moirs of a Y%la%n of the Fourteenth 
Century,"" and the Devil, Painted 
by Himself."" Since his reconcilia- 
tion to the Eoman Catholic Church, 
he has written, Legends of the 
Holy Virgin,"" Legends of the 
Wandering Jew,"" Legends of the 
Commandments of Cod,"" Legends 
of the Seven Mortal Sms,"" His- 
torical Dictionary of Atheists, 
Freethinkers, and Heretics,"" 1870 ; 
and Lives of the Saints,"" 25 vols., 
1873-75 5 all circulated by the 

Society for the Propagation of 
Grood Books."" He has published 
under a variety of aliases, such as 
Paul Beranger, Croquelardon, Hor- 
misdas-Peath, Baron Nilense, and 
le Neveu de mon Oncle. 

COLLINQ-WOOD, Cuthbebt, 
M.A. and B.M., Oxon., F.L.S., &o., 
was born at Greenwich, Dec. 25, 
1826, and educated at King's Col- 
lege School, Christ Church, Oxford, 
Edinburgh TJmversity, and Guy"s 
Hospital. He also studied in Pans 
and Vienna. From 1858 to 1866 he 
resided in Liverpool, occupying 
during that period the chair of 
Botany in the Medical School, and 
that of Biology in the School of 
Science. He was hon. secretary to 
the Liverpool Literary and Philo- 
sophical Society, and vice-president 
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of the Naturalists^ Field Club, of 
both which Societies he is now an 
honorary member , also senior phy- 
sician to the Liverpool Northern 
Hospital. Dr. Collingwood has 
been a Fellow of the Linnaean 
Society since 1853, and sat on the 
Council in 1868. In 1866-67 he 
undertook as a volunteer, under the 
sanction of the Admiralty, a scien- 
tific voyage for the study of marine 
zoology, &c., visiting China, For- 
mosa, Borneo, and Singapore j the 
results being recorded in ^^Eambles 
of a Naturalist on the Shores and 
Waters of the China Sea,^' 1868, in 
numerous papers read before scien- 
tific societies, and in scientific 
journals. He is the author of " A 
Vision of Greation,^^ a geological 
poem, 2nd edition, 1875 j and The 
Travelling Birds,'"’ 2nd edition, 1873; 
and his papers (exclusive of minor 
ones) in the scientific transactions 
and journals number over sixty. 
In 1876-7 Dr. Collingwood travelled 
in Palestine and Egypt, and a full 
narrative of his journey through 
the first-named country appeared 
in the ^^Intellectual l&pository” 
for 1878. Dr. Collingwood is a 
foreign member of the Boyal 
Physico - (Economical Society of 
Konigsberg. 

COLLINS,^ William Wilkie, 
eldest son of * the late William Col- 
lins, R.A., the well-known painter 
of rustic scenes, was bom in Lon- 
don in Jan. 1824. His mother was 
a sister of Mrs. Carpenter, one of 
the best female portrait-painters of 
the time. After being educated at 
a private school, and spending two 
years with his parents in Italy, he 
was articled for four years to a firm 
in the tea-trade. Exchanging com- 
merce for law, he was a student of 
Lincoln's Inn at the time of his 
father^s death, and his earliest lite- 
rary performance was an admirable 
biography of his father, with selec- 
tions from his journals and corre- 
spondence, published in two vols. 
1848. From this time Mr. Collins 
devoted himself entirely to litera- 


ture, and published successively, 
" Antonina ; or the Fall of Eome ; 
a Eomance of lie fifth century," 
1850 ; Eambles beyond Eailways ; 
or Notes in (yornwaU, taken afoot," 
1851; Basil: a Story of Modem 
Life,'^ 1852; *’‘’Mr. Wray's Cash 
Box; or the Mask and the Mystery: 
a Christmas Sketch," 1852 ; Hide 
and Seek," 1854. Soon afterwards 
he became a contributor to Souse- 
hold WordSj and his " After Dark," 
1856, and "The Dead Secret," 1857, 
are reprints of tales which origin- 
ally appeared in that periodical. 
The later productions of his pen 
are “ The Queen of Hearts," 1859 ; 
"The Woman in White," I860; 
'*’No Name," 1862, which, as well 
as the preceding novel, originally 
appeared in the columns of All the 
Year Round; "My Miscell an ies," 
1863 ; " Armadale," 1866 ; " The 
Moonstone," 1868 ; " Man and 

Wife," 1870 ; " Poor Miss Finch," 
1872 ; " Miss or Mrs ? and other 
Stories in Outline," 1873; "The 
New Magdalen," 1873; "The Law 
and the Lady," 1875 ; " Two Desti- 
nies," 1876; "The Haunted Hotel," 
1878 ; The Fallen Leaves," 1879 ; 

A l^gue's Life from his Birth to 
his Marriage," 1879 ; and " Heart 
and Science," 1883. Mr. Col- 
lins' principal works have passed 
through several editions both in 
this country and the United States, 
and have been translated into 
French, Italian, Cerman, Dutch, 
Danish, and Eussian. He is a 
member of tide Guild of Literature 
and Art, and took a prominent ppt 
in the amateur performances which 
were got up for its benefit. He 
wrote the Lighthouse," first 
played in private at Tavistock 
House, and afterwards produced at 
the Olympic Theatre. In 1857 his 
unpublished drama, entitled " The 
Frozen Deep," was first produced 
at Tavistock House, Mr^ C. Dickens 
and other amateurs performing it 
with great success. It was after- 
wards brought out with the same 
cast at the Gallery of lUustxation, 
T 
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for the benefit of the ^‘Jerrold 
Fund,” the Queen having pre- 
viously witnessed a private repre- 
sentation at that place. A dra- 
matic version, by himself, of The 
Moonstone,” in four acts, was 
brought out at the Olympic The- 
atre in Sept. 1877. ffis play, 
^^Bank and Eiches,” produced at 
the Adelphi Thealie on June 9, 
1883, was a complete failure. 

COLLINSON, AuMinAn Sib 
Eiohard, K C.B , F E G-.S , was 
bom jSTov. 7, 1811, at Gateshead, 
CO. Durham, of which place his 
father was rector. On Dec 3, 1823, 
he entered the Eoyal Navy as 
volunteer on board H.M S. Cam- 
bridge, Captam Maling, under whose 
command he served three years on 
the Pacific station. After a short 
stay in England he entered as mid- 
shipman on board the ChanUcleer, 
Captain Foster, which vessel was 
fitted out under the auspices of the 
Eoy^ Society and employed in 
making pendulum, ma^etic, and 
meteorological observations on the 
shores and islands in the Atlantic 
Ocean. In 1831 he was appointed 
to the ^tna, Captain Belcher, occu- 
pied in the survey of the Coast of 
Africa; and subsequently to the 
Salamander and Medea, under the 
command of Captain Austin. Being 
promoted to the rank of lieutenant 
in 1835, he joined the Sulphur, 
Captam Beechey, as assistant-sur- 
geon, and was employed in the 
examination of the coasts of Cen- 
tral America and Mexico ; visiting 
California, Vancouver's Island, Si-f 
ka, and fixing the position of Mount 
St. Elias Eetuming to England 
in 1839, he was appointed addi- 
tional lieutenant to the Flagship 
on the coast for surveying duty, 
and took an active part in all the 
operations of the first Chinese war ; 
receiving his promotion to the rank 
of commander in 1841, and captain 
and C.B. in 1842 for his services. 
At the conclusion of the war he 
remained four years on the coast of 
China in command of H.M.S. Plo- 


ver, laying down the coast-line and 
making jfians of the different har- 
bours between the Yangtsekiang 
and Hongkong : thus enabling mer- 
chant ships to approach the Tb?eaty 
Ports in safety. In 1849, on the 
return of Sir James Eoss in the 
Unterpmse and Investigator from 
Lancaster Sound, after an ineffec- 
tual search for Sir John Franklin, 
the Government determined to de- 
spatch those vessels to Behring 
Strait, and the Admiralty selected 
Captain CoUmson to command the 
expedition. The two vessels left 
Plymouth on the 20th Jan., 1850, 
passing through the Straits of 
Magelhaen, and calling at the 
Sandwich Islands. The Enterprise 
reached Point Barrow on the 16th 
of August, 1850, when the ice was 
found to butt close on the shore, 
and after an ineffectual attempt to 
round the point, in which lat. 
73® 23' m long. 164® was reached, 
the ship returned to the southward, 
and after passing the winter at 
Hongkong, the Enterprise reached 
the edge of the ice in lat. 60® on 
May 31, 1861, and rounded Point 
Barrow in the pack on the 25th of 
July. After passing three winters 
in the ice, during which period 
5,735 miles of coast were searched 
by means of boats and sledges — 
one of the latter passing within 
forty miles of the position in which 
the Erebus and Terror were aban- 
doned — ^the ship returned to Beh- 
ring Straits in the end of August, 
1854, having been forty months on 
her own resources. On his return 
to England he received the medal 
of the Eoyal Geographical Society 
for his exploration of these regions, 
and the proof that by bringing his 
ship back in safety the northern 
face of the continent of America 
was navigable by a sailing ship 
from Behring Strait to King Wil- 
liam's Land. After service on the 
Defence Commission and the Lakes 
in Canada, Captain ColHnson re- 
ceived his promotion to fi^ rank in 
1862, and Was made a K.C.B. in 
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1875. In 1862 lie was elected an 
Elder Brother of the Corporation 
of the Trinity House, and since 
Sept. 7, 1875, he has occupied the 
honourable position of Deputy Mas- 
ter of that Corporation " The 
China Pilot,” compiled chiefly from 
the surveys of Captain Collinson, 
was published in 1855, and reached 
a second edition in 1858. He is the 
author of “Nine Weeks in Canada,” 
published in “Vacation Tourists 
and Notes of Travel in 1861 ; edited 
by Francis G-alton,” Cambridge, 
1862 ; and he edited for the Hak- 
luyt Society, “The Three Voyages 
of Martin Frobisher, in search of a 
passage to Cathaia and India by 
the North-west, A.i). 1576-8,” Lon- 
don, 8vo, 1867. 

COLLTEB, Eobebt, bom at 
Keighly, Yorkshire, Dec. 8, 1823. 
His early years were passed at a 
factory and at a forge, but he spent 
all his spare time in study. In 
1847 he went to the United States, 
and became a Methodist preacher, 
working at the same time at his 
trade of blacksmith, at Shoemakers- 
town, Pennsylvania. BU.s views 
changing towards Unitarianism, he 
was brought up for heresy and re- 
fused a license to preach. Entering 
the Unitarian Church he was settled 
over the Unity Church, Chicago, 
from 1859 to 1879, and since then 
he has had charge of the Church of 
the Messiah at New York. Mr. 
Collyer is a most successful lecturer, 
as well as an eloquent preacher and 
effective worker. He is the author 
of “Nature and Life,” 1867; “A 
Man in Earnest: Life of A. H. 
Conant,” 1868 ; “ The Life that Now 
is,” 1871 ; and “ The Simple Truth,” 
1878. 

COLOMBO, Bishop op. (See 

COPLBSTONE.) 

COLQUHOUN, Sib Pateick 
(Mac Chombaich be), LL.D , eldest 
son of the late Chevalier James de 
Colquhoun, who was private secre- 
tary to Mr. Dundas, and afterwards 
charge d'affaires of the Hanseatic 
republics, was bom in 1815, and 


educated at Westminster, and be- 
came scholar of St. John's College, 
Cambridge, where he graduated B A. 
in 1837 and M.A. in 1844, t akin g 
the degree of Juris utnusque Doctor 
at Heidelberg and subsequently 
that of LL D. at Cambridge in 1851. 
He was called to the bar m 1S3S, 
and appointed Plenipotentiary by 
the Hanseatic republics to conclude 
commercial treaties with Turkey, 
Persia, and Greece. On his return, 
in 1844, he went the Home circuit. 
He is the author of “ A Summary 
of the Eoman Civil Law, illustrated 
by Commentaries and Parallels 
from the Mosaic, Canon, Moham- 
medan, English, and Foreign Laws,” 
published in 1849-60. He was ap- 
pointed Aulic Goimcillor to the king 
of Saxony in 1857, and was stand- 
ing counsel to H.M.'s Legation till 
the abolition of the office by the 
war of 1866. He was also Coun- 
cillor of Legation of the grand 
duke of Oldenburg. By both of 
these sovereigns he was decorated 
with the order of knighthood of 
Civil Merit in 1850 and 1856. 
He was made a Commander of 
Albert the Valorous of Saxony, 
1867, and received the first class, in 
brilliants, of the Iftihar of Turkey 
in 1844, and the Grand Commanders 
Cross of the Eedeemer of Greece in 
1847. He was appointed Member 
of the Supreme Cormcil of Justice of 
the Ionian Islands by Sir Edward 
Bulwer Lytton in 1858 ; became 
Chief Justice of the court in 1861, 
and received the honour of knight- 
hood. On the cession of the Ionian 
Islands to Greece in 1864, Sir P. 
Colquhoun returned to England, 
and was appointed one of Her Ma- 
jesty's Counsel in 1868, and a Mem- 
ber of the Inner Temple Bench. 
Sir Patrick is the author of various 
treatises on learned and classical 
subjects in different languages; is 
an Hon. Fellow of the Eoyal 
Academy of History of Madrid, of 
the Eoyal Antiquarian Society of 
Athens, of the ^Imperial Academy of 
Sciences of the Sublime Porte; 
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Fellow of tlie Eoyal G-eograpMcal 
Society ; Yice-President of the Eoyal 
Society of Literature, and Juridical 
Society ; and was formerly Hon. 
Secretary of the Highland Society 
of London. He is at present head 
of the family whose name he bears. 

COLUMBIA, Bishop op. (See 
Hills, Db.) 

COLYIH, SiB Auckland, 
K.C.M G , son of the late Hon. John 
Eussell Colvin, Lieut -Governor of 
the Horth West Provinces of India, 
by Emma Sophia Colvm, daughter 
of the Eev W. Sneyd, was born at 
Kurnal, in the Punjab, India, March 
8, 1838. He was educated at Eton, 
and at Haileybury College, and 
entered the Indian Civil Service in 
1858. He became in succession 
Under-Secretary to the Government 
of India, Home and Foreign De- 
partments ; Secretary to the Horth 
West Provinces Eevenue Board; 
Secretary to the Government of the 
Horth West Provinces. He was a 
member of the International Com- 
mission of Egyptian Liquidation in 
1880, and was appointed English 
ControUer-General in Egypt the 
same year. In 1881 he was created 
a Knight Commander of the Order 
of SS. Michael and George. Sir 
Auckland Colvin took a prominent 
part in assistmg and advismg the 
Khedive on the occasion of Arabi 
Pasha^s military demonstration on 
Sept. 9, 1881 ; and m July, 1883, he 
received the thanks of Her Majesty's 
Government for his services prior 
and subsequent to that event. After 
the abolition of the Dual Control 
(Jan., 1883), he became Financial 
Adviser to the Khedive. He has 
received the grand cordon of the 
Order of the Medjidie and the 
Third Class of the Order of the 
Osmanieh. 

COLYIN, Sidney, M.A., was born 
at Norwood, Surrey, June 18, 1845. 
His father is Mr. D. D. Colvin, of 
the house of Crawford, Colvin, and 
Co., East India Agents, and the 
residence of the family is at Little 
Bealings, Woodbridge, Suffolk, Mr. | 


Colvm was educated at home and 
at Trinity College, Cambridge, 
where he was Chancellor's English 
Medallist in 1865, and where he 
graduated, as third in the first class 
of the Classical Tripos in 1867 He 
was elected a Fellow of Trinity Col- 
lege in 1869 ; Slade Professor of 
Fine Arts, 1873 (re-elected 1876, 
1879, and 1882) ; and was appointed 
Director of the FitzwiUiam Museum, 
Cambridge, m 1876. He is a mem- 
ber of the German Archaeological 
Institute. Since 1867 he has been 
a frequent contributor, chiefly as a 
critic and historian of art, to the 
Fortnightly Review^ Comhill Maga^ 
zine, Pall Mall Gazette, and other 
periodicals. He is the author of 
“Children in Italian and English 
Design," 1872; “Albert Durer, his 
Teachers, his Eivals, and his Fol- 
lowers," and “Landor" in the 
"English Men of Letters," series 
1882. He has also edited “Selec- 
tions from the Writings of Walter 
Savage Landor." 1882. 

COMMEEElL, Yice - Admibal 
Sib John Edmund, K C B., Y.C., 
second son of Mr. John W. Com- 
merell, of Stroud Park, Horsham, 
Sussex, by Sophia, daughter of 
Mr Wilham Bosanquet, of Harley 
Street, London, was bom in London 
m 1829. Entering the Eoyal Navy 
in 1842, he became Lieutenant in 
1848, Commander in 1855, Captain 
in 1859, Eear-Admiral in 1877, 
and Yice- Admiral in 1881. He 
served m Chma and South America, 
and was present at aU the opera- 
tions in the Parana (1845-46), espe- 
cially at Punta Obhgado, where he 
assi^jed in cutting the chain that 
defended the river. Afterwards he 
served in the Baltic and the Gulf 
of Bothnia (1854), and as Lieu- 
tenant of H.M.S. Weser was present 
at Sebastopol, and in several opera- 
tions in the Sea of Azof; he was 
twice mentioned in despatches, and 
received the Yictoria Cross for 
hazardous service in the Putrid Sea. 
He commanded H.M.S. Fury in 
1859, and in July of that year he 
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led a division of seamen in tlie at- 
tack on the Taku Forts. For this 
service he was highly praised in 
despatches^ and promoted to H.M.S. 
Magicienne^ in which he served 
during the subseq^uent operations 
in China. In 1866 he was in com- 
mand of H M.S. Terrible^ and ren- 
dered active service in laying the 
Atlantic cable. He commanded H. 

M. S. Monarch on particular service 
in 186S-69j and in 1872-73 he served 
as Commodore of the second class^ 
and senior officer in command of the 
Cape of Good Hope and West Coast 
of Africa. In Aug., 1873, whilst 
reconnoitring up Qie river Prah 
to discover the position of the 
Ashantees, the boats were fired 
upon from the banks, and Com- 
modore Commerell was so dan- 
gerously wounded as to necessitate 
his relinquishment of the command 
of the station. After going to Cape 
Town for the cure of his wounds, 
he returned to England, when he 
was nominated a Knight Com- 
mander of the Order of the Bath, 
and appointed a Groom-in- Waiting 
to the Queen. Sir J. E. Commerell 
was second in command of the 
Mediterranean Fleet from July, 
1877, to Oct., 1878, and was a Lord 
of the Admiralty from Oct., 1879, to 
May, 1880. He was appointed Com- 
mander-in-Chief, North American 
and West Indies, in 1882. He mar- 
ried, in 1853, Matilda Maria, fourth 
daughter of Mr. Joseph Bushby, of 
St. Croix, West Indies, and Halkin 
Street, London. 

COMPTON, The Very Ee v. Lord 
Alwynb Spencer, D.D., Dean of 
Worcester, is a younger son of 
the second Marquis of Northamp- 
ton, by the eldest daughter of 
the late Major-General Douglas 
Maclean Clephane, of Torloisk, 

N. B. He was bom in 1825, 
and educated at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, where he took the 
degree of M.A., coming out as a 
wrangler in 1848. He was ap- 
pointed rector of Castle Ashby, 
Northamptonshire, in 1852, and 


nominated to a honorary canonry 
in Peterborough Cathedral m 1856, 
He was made rural dean of Preston 
Deanery in 1874, and in 1875 was 
appointed to the Archdeacomy of 
Oakham, which he held till Oct. 
1879, when he was nominated by 
Lord Beaconsfield to the Deanery 
of Worcester, in succession to the 
late Dr. Torke. Lord Alwyne 
Compton was for some years an 
active and zealous member of the 
Convocation of the Clergy, both as 
Proctor for the diocese of Peter- 
borough and also as Archdeacon, 
His lordship is married to a daugh- 
ter of the late Eev. Eobert Ander- 
son, of Brighton. 

CONANT, Thomas Jefferson, 
D.D., LL D., bom at Brandon, Ver- 
mont, Dec. 13, 1802. He graduated 
at Middlebury College in 1823, and 
after a brief tutorship in Columbian 
College, Washington, accepted an 
appointment as professor of lan- 
guages in Waterville College (now 
Colby University), Maine. In 1833 
he resigned his professorship and 
removed to the vicinity of Boston. 
In 1835 he became professor of 
Biblical Literature and Criticism in 
the Baptist Theological Seminary, 
at Hamilton, New York, and while 
connected with it spent two years 
in the study of oriental languages 
and literatme at the universities of 
Halle and Berlin, and published a 
translation of the Hebrew grammar 
of Gesenius, with the ad£tions of 
Eodiger, which is a standard text- 
book in America and England. In 
1850 he accepted the professorship 
of Biblical Literature and Cntioism 
in the Theological Seminary at Eo- 
chester. New York, but in 1858 re- 
signed, and removed to Brooklyn, 
New York, to devote himself to the 
production of a revised translation 
of the Holy Scriptures. His work 
in this department consists of re- 
vised versions, with notes, of The 
Book of Job” (1857) j "The Gospel 
of Matthew” (1860) ; “The Book of 
Genesis” (1858); "The Book of 
Psalms” (1868) ; also, with some 
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additional notes, in tlie American 
edition, of '"Lange^s Commentary” 
(1872); "The Book of Proverbs” 
(1872); and " Bairrffei*/ , its Mean- 
ing and Use, philosophically and 
historically investigated” (1872.) 
He is a member of the American 
Committee co-operating with the 
Convocation of Canterbury, Eng- 
land, in the revision of the Author- 
ized English version of the Bible, 
and is conceded to be one of the first 
Hebraists of the time In conjunc- 
tion with his daughter Blandina, 
he pubhshed, m 1878, a " General 
and Analytical Index to the Ame- 
rican Cyclopaedia ” 

CONGEE YE, EiCHAan, M A., 
bom Sept. 4, 1818, was educated at 
Eugby under Dr. Arnold, and be- 
came successively Scholar, Fellow, 
and Tutor of Wadham College, Ox- 
ford, where he graduated B A in 
1840, taking first-class honom'S in 
classics. Having acted for some 
time as an assistant-master at 
Eugby, he returned to Oxford, 
where he resumed his tutorship at 
Wadham College. In 1855 he pub- 
lished a small volume on the history 
of the Eoman Empire of the West, 
and an edition of "Aristotle’s Poli- 
ties,” with notes (2nd edit., 1874). 
He lesigned his fellowship, and 
after deeply studying the social 
and religious system of the late M. 
Comte, embraced it as the best solu- 
tion of the social andrehgious diffi- 
culties which siuTOimded him Mr. 
Congreve has since published " Gib- 
raltar ; ” a pamphlet on Indian mat- 
ters, in which he recommends Eng- 
land to give up its Indian empire 
as indefensible , " Italy and the 
Western Powers,*” "EHzabeth of 
England ; ” " The Catechism of 
Positive Eeligion” (1858) , "Essays 
Pohtical, Social, and Eehgious” 
(1874) ; and some sermons. 

CONKLING, Eoscoe, bom at 
Albany, New York, in 1828. He 
studied law, and in 1858 was elected 
a Eepresentative in Congress; he 
was re-elected from term to term 
until 1867j when he was chosen 


Senator, and re-elected in 1873, and 
again in 1879. He soon took a pro- 
minent place among the leaders of 
the Eepubhcan party, and in 1876 
was a prominent candidate for the 
Presidential nomination, which, 
however, was given to Mr Hayes. 
At the National Convention of 1880, 
he endeavoured to secure the nomi- 
nation of Gen Grant, but the public 
sentiment was too strongly opposed 
to third terms for him to succeed 
Failing to obtain the support of the 
Senate m opposing some of Presi- 
dent Garfield’s New York appoint- 
ments, Mr. Conklmg, with his col- 
league, Senator Platt, resigned his 
seat in the Senate early in 1881, in 
order that the Legislature of New 
York might pass judgment upon his 
quarrel with the President After a 
protracted contest, he failed in his 
attempt to secure a re-election, and 
has not since appeared in public 
life. Upon the accession to the 
presidency of Mr. Arthui*, the posi- 
tion of Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the United States was 
offered him, but he declmed it He 
is now practising law in New York 
City 

CONNAUGHT (Duke oe). His 
Eotal Hio-hness Arthur William 
Patrick Albert, K.G., K.T., K.P., 
G C M G., Prince of the United 
Kingdom, Duke of Saxony, Pnnce 
of Coburg and Gotha, the third son 
of Her Majesty Queen Yictoria, was 
born at Buckingham Palace, May 1, 
1850 He entered the Military Aca- 
demy at Woolwich as a cadet in 
1866, became a lieutenant in the 
Eoyal Engineers in 1868, and a lieu- 
tenant in the Eoyal Artillery in 
Feb., 1869. He was appointed a 
lieutenant in the Eifio Brigade in 
Aug., 1869, and a captain in excess 
of the establishment of the regiment 
in 1871. On attaimng his majority 
in the last-named year Parliament 
voted him a grant of .£15,000 per 
annum ; and an addition of .£10,000 
was voted on his marriage in 1879. 
Prince Arthur was created Duke of 
Connaught and Strathearn, and 
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Earl of Sussex, May 26, 1874, and 
took his seat in the House of Lords 
on the 8th of the following month. 
At a Council held at Windsor, May 
16, 1878, the Queen declared the in- 
tended marriage of the Duke of 
Connaught and Stratheam to Prin- 
cess Margaret Louise, of Prussia, 
third daughter of Prince Predorick 
Charles, and grand niece of the Em- 
peror of Germany. The marriage 
was celebrated at Windsor, March 
13, 1879. His Eoyal Highnesses 
staff services are : —Brigade Major 
at Aldershot in 1873 ; Brigade Ma- 
jor to the Cavalry Brigadier at the 
same quarters in 1873, in the Octo- 
ber of which year he was appointed 
Assistant Adjutant-General at Gib- 
raltar, which post he held until 
April, 1876. In 1880 he was made 
a General of Brigade at Aldershot. 
He commanded the Guards Brigade 
in the Eirst Division in the expedi- 
tion to Egypt in 18S2. He was ap- 
pointed in Oct., 1882, honorary 
Colonel of the 13th Bengal Lancers 
serving in Egypt 
CONSCIENCE, Henbi, novelist, 
was born at Antwerp, Dec. 3, 1812. 
His father, who was of French 
origin, was long employed in the 
French marine, and became a buyer 
and seller of ships. The son, to 
gratify, as far as he could, his 
avidity for reading, became a prwate 
teacher, and being thus engaged 
when the Belgian revolution of 1830 
broke out, he entered the army, 
serving six years as a volunteer. 
An active military life had a whole- 
some effect on his dreamy disposi- 
tion, and he became the poet of the 
army. His French songs, full of 
point and ^irit, were very popular 
amongst his comrades. He was dis- 
charged in 1836, after having at- 
tained the rank of sergeant-major, 
but through some misunderstand- 
ing he quarrelled with his family. 
He was by turns a working gardener, 
an employ^ in the archives of Ant- 
werp, and clerk to an Academy of 
Arts. After quitting the military 
service, he allied himself to a party 


which had in view the establish- 
ment of a Flemish literature, in op- 
position to the French literature of 
the 18th century. To this task he 
devoted all his powers, and his fii*st 
work, The Tear of Mmacles,” pub- 
lished in 1837, contains a series of 
brilliant dramatic pictures of the 
Spanish rule in Flanders. It was 
received by the public with great 
favour. The success of this publi- 
cation excited the resentment of 
his father, who renounced him com- 
pletely ; but by the kindness of a 
friend, the painter Wappers, he ob- 
tained a small pension from Leo- 
pold I., which saved him from des- 
titution, and enabled him to publish 
in 1837 another volume, Fhan- 
tasia,’^ a collection of Flemish poetry 
and legends; “Leeuw van Vlan- 
dem,’’ the Lion of Flanders, a truly 
origmal work, which will sustain his 
reputation as a national romance 
writer, appeared in 1838. In 1815 
he obtamed the appointment of As- 
sistant Professor in the University 
of Ghent, where he had to instruct 
the Eoy^ children m the Flemish 
language and literature. Henri 
Conscience has produced a variety 
of interesting sketches, illustrative 
of Flemish manners , such as 
"Evening Hours,^' “The Execu- 
tioner’s Child," The New Niobe," 
“ The Conscript," “ The Poor Gen- 
tleman,^’ ‘^‘QuintinMetzys," “ Pages 
from the Book of Nature," “Jacob 
van Artevelde," Blind Eosa," and 
several other works which have been 
translated into English, German, 
Danish, and Italian He published 
his memoirs in the Revue Contertij^o- 
raine in 1858 . In 1870 he once more 
gained the prize of literature, given 
every fifth year, by his romance 
“ Bavo en Lieveken," which may be 
classed among his best works. In 
this work, as in all his writings, M. 
Conscience contrives to insinuate 
the gravest and best advice under 
the most amusing forms, and, ac- 
cording to his wont, he pleads the 
cause of virtue, by proving that 
after all it is the best policy. One 
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Df his latest works is '' De Kerels 
van Ylanderen/^ an historical ro- 
mance^ 1871. The following tales 
by M. Conscience have been trans- 
lated into English: — “The Pro- 
gress of a Painter,” 1852, ^‘The 
G-ood Mother,” Enblin, 1852 j The 
Lion of Flanders, or the Battle of 
the Golden Spurs,” 1866 j The

“ The Poor Gentleman,” Baltimore, 
1867 ; ^'Eicketicketack, and Wooden 
Clara,” Baltimore, 1867 ; “ The Con- 
script and Blind Eosa,” 1867 ; The 
Village Innkeeper,” 1867. 

CONSTANT, Benjamin, a 
French painter, bom at Paris, June 
10, 1845, studied in the Nicole des 
Beaux- Arts, and then entered the 
atelier of M. Cabanel. The first 
picture he sent to the salon was 
“ Hamlet et le Eoi,” 1869 , and he 
has since exhibited “Trop tard,^^ 
1870; “Samson et Dalila, 1872; 
“ Femmes du Eiff (Maroc),” and 
“ Bouchers maures ^ Tanger,” 1873 , 
“Coin de Eue” and “Carrefour h, 
Tanger,” 1874 , “ Prisonniers Maro- 
oainsj” “ Femmes de Harem k 
Maroc,” and “ Le Dr. Gueneau de 
Massy,” 1875; “Mohamed II., le 
29 Mai 1453,” a picture of colossal 
dimensions, afterwards sent to the 
Exposition Universelle of 1878 ; 
“M. Emmanuel Arago,” 1876 ; “ La 
Soif,” “ Le Harem,” and “ Hamlet 
au Cimiti^re,” 1878 ; “ Le Soir sur 
les Terrass^s au Maroc,” and “ Fa- 
vorite de rjEmir,” 1879 ; “Le dernier 
Eebelle,” 1880. M. Constant, who 
was decorated with the Legion of 
Honour in 1878, married one of the 
daughters of^ Emmanuel Ao-ago. 

CONSTANTINE, NICOlSeJ- 
WITCH, the second son and fourth 
child of the late emperor Nicholas, 
Grand Duke of Eussia, titular and 


Grand Admiral of the Imperial 
fieet, was born Sept. 21 (or, accord- 
ing to the old style which Eussia 
retains. Sept. 9), 1827. He was 
educated with great care for the 
naval service, and had for his tutor 
Admiral Lutke, the circumnaviga- 
tor of the globe, under whose orders 
the young prince subsequently 
served, and acquired the rank of 
“post-captain in the Eussian navy,” 
as he thus subscribed himself at 
the model-room of the Admiralty 
at Somerset House, during his visit 
to England m 1847. In his charac- 
ter of Admiral he had ventured to 
arrest his elder brother, the present 
emperor of Eussia, who was on 
board his ship, for which he was 
himself placed under arrest for a 
considerable time by his father. 
The Grand Duke Constantine mar- 
ried, Aug. 30, 1848, the Princess 
Alexandra, daughter of Joseph, 
duke of Saxe-Altenburg, by whom 
he has issue. In addition to being 
Grand Admiral of Eussia, the Grand 
Duke Constantme is Commandant 
of the 4th brigade of Infantry of 
the Guard, Colonel of the regiment 
of Hussars of the late Grand Duke 
Michael Paulowitch, a member of 
the Council of Military Schools, 
and President of the Grand Council 
of the Empire. He allied himself 
to the Muscovite national party, 
whose fanaticism helped to bring 
about the war with England and 
France. At the death of the em- 
peror Nicholas, it was feared that 
the Grand Duke Constantine might 
become the chief of the opposition 
represented by the old Muscovite 
party agamst the moderate party, 
of which the new czar, Alexan- 
der II , had been considered the 
centre. The late emperor, foresee- 
ing the probability of commotion, 
had, however, caused the Grand 
Duke Constantme to take in his 
presence an oath of fidelity and 
obedience to the heir of the throne ; 
and when Nicholas saw that his end 
was approaching, he called the two 
princes to his bedside, and before 
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giving them his blessing, made 
Constantine, in presence of his 
mother, renew the oath of fidelity 
to his elder brother. A few hours 
after the emperor^’s death, Constan- 
tine took the oath of allegiance, 
adding that the latter might rely 
upon him under every circum- 
stance. In 1857 the Grand Duke 
paid visits to the courts of England 
and Erance, and inspected the 
naval arsenals of both countries 
At the outbreak of the Polish insur- 
rection, in 1862, he was appointed 
Viceroy of that prmcipaUty, but he 
resigned that post in a few months. 
In Jan. 1865, he was appointed 
President of the Council of the 
Empire, and in 1871 he paid 
another visit to England. Of late 
he has been very busy with a re- 
organisation of the fleet, and he 
visited Turkey during the war, 
though only for a shoH time. In 
Jan. 1878 he was reappointed Pre- 
sident of the Council of State for 
three years. He is the author of a 
"^History and Description of the 
Town of Pavlovsk,^^ published 
anony mou sly. 

COHTBEAitE, Henbt, civil en- 
gineer and architect, fourth son of 
the Very Eev. William Daniel 
Conybeare, dean of Llandaff, the 
weU-known geologist, was bom at 
Brislington, in Somersetshire, Eeb. 
22, 1823. After leaving Rugby 
School, he entered the civil engi- 
neering department of King’s Col- 
lege, London, and went mrough 
its three years’ course, being during 
this time a private pupil of the 
Professor of Mathematics, Mr. Hall, 
whom he accompanied into Corn- 
wall, to study the mining of that 
locality, when Professor Hall, with 
Professor Mosely, assisted in the 
organization of the Cornish School 
of Mines. On leaving King’s Col- 
lege, Mr. Conybeare spent three 
years in an engine manufactory at 
Newcastle, in order to qualify him- 
self in mechanical engmeering be- 
fore going on railways. Having 
completed his professional educa- 


tion, he went to India on the engi- 
neering staff of the Great Indian 
Peninsula Railway, and he had the 
civil engineering charge of the city 
and island of Bombay from 1849 to 
1852, during which period a large 
number of his reports on the drain- 
age, water supply, and gas supply 
of Bombay were published as blue 
books by the Indian Government 
amongst the Selections from the 
Records of the Government of In- 
dia.” In consequence of the pre- 
valence of water famines at Bom- 
bay, he was requested in 1854 by 
the Government of that presidency 
to report on the best means of 
affording an adequate water supply 
to the city and island, ffis recom- 
mendations being approved by the 
Supreme Government of India, he 
was appointed to carry them into 
execution. A description of the 
works, which were on an unusually 
large scale, may be found in the 
Transactions of the Institution of 
Civil Engmeers. During his resi- 
dence in India, Mr. Conybeare 
practised architecture as well as 
civil engineering, and designed the 
church erected at Colaba, in me- 
mory of those who fell in the Af- 
ghan campaign, the church of St, 
John at SaSra, and many civil 
buildings. As a justice of the 
peace, he took a prominent part in 
the business of the Bombay bench j 
and on the breaking out of the 
Mahomedan riots in 1854 he was ap- 
pomted to act as second Stipendiary 
Magistrate of Police. During the 
last six years he remained in India 
he was the Indian correspondent of 
the Times, Since his return to 
England in 1855, Mr. Conybeare 
has been in extensive practice as a 
railway engineer, and has been 
engineer-in-chief to a large number 
of railways. He was elected a 
member of the Institution of Civil 
Engineers, and has taken a laage 
part in the discussions of that body. 
In 1856 he designed docks for the 
port of Bombay, and in the same 
year was appointed Lecturer on the 
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Principles and Practice of Civil En- 
gineering at tlie Royal Engineers^ 
Establishment for Field Instruction 
at Chatham. The course of lec- 
tures Mr. Conybeare delivered at 
Chatham, which was published m 
1857, contains the first recommen- 
dation published for the use of iron 
in land defences, and several other 
suggestions which have since been 
carried out. In April, 1869, Mr. 
Conybeare was appomted by the 
Home Secretary to design and carry 
out certain works of drainage re- 
quired to be executed under the 
authority of the Home Office and of 
the Local G-overnment Act, at 
Southover, in Sussex In 1878 he 
was engaged at Caracas, in Vene- 
zuela. 

COOK, Dutton, bom in London 
in 1832, was educated at private 
schools and at King’s College, Lon- 
don, and served articles in the office 
of his father, George Simon Cook, 
solicitor, of London, formerly 
of Grantham, Lincolnshire. He 
studied painting and engraving, 
and at one time sought employment 
on Pv^nch as a draughtsman on wood. 
He was engaged from 1868 to 1871 
as assistant editor of the Co'iifihiU 
Magazine From 1867 to 1875 he 
filled the post of dramatic critic to 
the Pall Mall Gazette, and he has 
since been attached in that capacity 
to The World newspaper. He has 
also acted as the fine ai-t reviewer 
of the same journal. Mr. Cook has 
written upon fine art topics in vari- 
ous reviews, has contributed to 
many periodicals and journals, 
and has published the following 
works of fiction: — “Paul Foster’s 
Daughter ” (1861) ; “ A Prodigal 
Son ” (1862) , “ The Trials of the 
Tredgolds” (1864), “Leo” (1864), 

' Sir Felix Foy, Bart.” (1865) ; 
^Hobson’s Choice” (1866), “Dr. 
Muspratt’s Patients ” (1868) j 

Over Head and Ears ” (1868) ; 

^ Young Mr Nightingale ” (1874) , 

" The Banns o£ Marriage ” (1875) ; 
and “ Doubleday’s Children ” I 
(1877). He has ^so published a j 


collection of essays and studies, 
entitled “Art in England” (1869) ; 
a “ Book of the Play : Studies and 
Illustrations of Histrionic Story, 
Life, and Character” (1876); 
“Hours with the Players” (1881) ; 
and Nights at the Play • a view 
of the English Stage ” (2 vols , 
1883) Mr. Dutton Cook married in 
1874 Miss Linda Scates, Associate 
of the Royal Academy of Music, 
and Professor of Music at the 
Ladies’ College, Cheltenham. 

COOK, Eliza, poetess, the 
daughter of a respectable trades- 
man in Southwark, was born about 
1818. At an early age she contri- 
buted to various periodicals, in- 
cluding the New Monthly, Metropoli- 
tan, Literary Gazette, &c., and pub- 
lished m 1840 a volume of poems, 
which at once attracted the atten- 
tion of the public, and stamped her 
as a writer of great merit and 
originality. She more than sus- 
tamed this favoured position in the 
“Journal” which bore her name, 
and which was published weekly 
from 1849 until 1854, when, on 
account of failmg health, it was 
given up, to the great regret of its 
readers. Her poems, reprinted in 
a collected form, have passed 
through numerous editions, and a 
beautifully illustrated Christinas 
volume was issued m 1860. She 
published another volume, entitled 
“ New Echoes, and other poems,” 
in Oct., 1864, and obtained a liter- 
ary pension of oSlOO per annum the 
same yeai’. 

COOK, Thk Rev. Fjrederic 
Charles, M.A., bom about 1810, 
received his academical education 
at St. John’s College, Cambridge 
(B.A., 1831 ; M.A., 1844). Ho be- 
came chaplain of Lincoln’s Inn in 
1860 , a canon residentiary of 
Exeter cathedral in 1864 ; chaplain 
m ordmary to the Queen j chaplain 
to the Bishop of London in 1869 ; 
and precentor of Exeter in 1872 
Mr. Cook, who was formerly one of 
Her Majesty’s Inspectors of Schools, 
has published the “Acts of the 
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Apostles,^^ with, a commentary ; and 
he IS the general editor of the 

Speaker's Commentary,” the first 
volume of which appeared m 1871 
under the title of The Holy 
Bible, according to the Authorized 
Version (a d. 1611), with an Expla- 
natory and Critical Commentary, 
and a Eevision of the Translation. 
By Bishops and other Clergy of the 
Anglican Church.” He resigned 
the preachership of Lincoln's Inn 
in June, 1880. 

COOKE, John Esten, born at 
Winchester, Virginia, hTov. 3, 1830. 
His family removed to Eichmond, 
Virginia, in 1839, where he studied 
law, and was admitted to the bar 
in 1851, During apart of the civil 
war he was on the Staff of General 

Stonewall ” Jackson and Gen. E. 
E Lee After the war he was for 
a wbile a resident in Hew York, 
where he was engaged in jornmalism, 
but subsequently returned to his 
farm near Winchester, Virginia. 
Besides numerous contributions to 
periodicals, he has published 

Leather Stocking and Silk” 
(1854); The Youth of Jefferson,” 
and ^'The Virginia Comedians ” 
(1855) ; The Last of the Forest- 
ers” (1856); Henry St. John, 
(gentleman ” (1858) ; Survey of 
Eagle’s Hest” (1866); ^^Life of 
Stonewall Jackson” (1866) ; ''Wear- 
ing of the Grey ” (1867) ; "Mohun, 
or the Last Days of Lee and his 
Paladins ” (1868) ; " Fairfax ” 

(1868) ; " Hilt to HHt, or Days and 
Hights on the Shenandoah ” (1869) ; 
" Hammer and ]B>apier ” (1870) ; 
" Out of the Foam ” (1871) ; "Liie 
of Eobert E. Lee ” (1871) ; " Doctor 
Van Dyke ” (1872) ; " Her Majesty 
the Queen ” (1873) ; " Justin Har- 
ley” (1874); "CanoUes” (1877); 
" Stories of the Old Dominion ” 
(1879) ; and " Mr. Grantley’s Idea ” 
(1879). 

COOLEY, Thomas McInttre, 
bom at Attica, New York, Jan. 6, 
1824. In 1843 he removed to Michi- 
gan, where he was in 1845 admitted 
to the bar. In 1857 he was ap- 


pointed to compile and publish the 
laws of the State, and in 1858 he 
was made reporter of the decisions 
of the Supreme Court, a position he 
held for several years, during which 
he published eight volumes of re- 
ports, followed by a digest of all the 
laws of the State. In 1859 the law 
department of the University of 
Michigan was organized, and he 
was chosen one of the professors, 
and subsequently became Dean of 
the Faculty, In 1864 he was ap- 
pointed to fill a vacancy on the 
bench of the Supreme Court of the 
State, and in 1867 was elected Chief 
Justice, a position which he still 
occupies. He has published " The 
Constitutional Limitations which 
rest upon the Legislative Power of 
the States of the American Union ” 
(1868 and 1871) ; an edition of 
Blackstone’s " Commentaries ” 
(1870) ; and of Stores “Commentar- 
ies on the Constitution of the United 
States, with additional Chapters on 
the New Amendments ” (1873) ; 
“ Law of Taxation ” (1876) , “ Law 
of Torts” (1879); and “ (General 
Principles of Con^itutional Law in 
the United States” (1880). He 
furnished nearly all the legal 
articles in Appleton’s “American 
Cyclopsedia” (1873-76). 

COOPEE, Basil Henbt, B.A , 
youngest son of the late Mr. Basil 
Henry Cooper, solicitor, of Bead- 
ing, Berks, and brother of the late 
Charles Henry Cooper, F S.A., the 
historian of (Cambridge, was bom 
June 29, 1819, at Maidenhead, 
Berks, where his father was then 
residing. Alter passing through 
private schools at Great Marlow, 
Bucks, Hayes, in Kent, Orsett, in 
Essex, and Ham, Surrey, he entered 
Highbury College, an institution 
for the training of Independent 
ministers, which has since been 
absorbed in New College, London. 
Here he spent four years, and the 
college having become afSliated 
during that period to the University 
of London, he graduated in 1842. 
The next year he was ordained 
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pastor of tlie Independent congre- 

f ation at Mayer's Oreen^ West 
Iromwich, StaJffordsliire, of winch 
he retained the charge for nine 
years. In 1844 he published An 
Essay towards a New Translation 
of the Epistle of St. Paul to the 
Romans/' and in 1846 he edited 
for the Wycliffe Society, ''Select 
Works of the Reverend and Learned 
David Clarkson, B D., and some 
time Fellow of Clare Hall, Cam- 
bridge." In 1852 appeared his 
" Free Church of Ancient Christen- 
dom,” an ecclesiastical history of 
the £hst three centuries, of which a 
second edition was published the 
same year. After relinquishing his 
first and only pastorate, he has 
devoted himself almost wholly to 
literature, especially to Egyptology 
and the chronology of thePh^oahs. 
In 1860 was published his “ Count 
Cavour j his Life and Career,” and 
in 1861 appeared his " Hiero- 
glyphical Date of the Exodus in 
the Annals of Thothmesthe Great.” 
The latter, a revised form of whose 
astronomical and epigraphical argu- 
ment is incorporated with the Ap- 
pendix to the Chevalier Ernst de 
Bunsen's recent work, " The Chron- 
ology of the Bible ” (1874), was a 
reprint from the British (^arterly 
Review, in which, and in the JSclectic 
Review, the Monthly Ghnsiian Spec- 
tator, the Transactions of the Devon- 
shire Association for the Advance- 
ment of Literature, Science, and 
Art, numerous papers by Mr. Basil 
H. Cooper will be found. On Feb. 2, 
1878, appeared in the Graphic news- 
paper his " Cleopatra's Needle,” an 
illustrated history of the obelisk 
belonging to Great Britain, and of 
other monoliths j and in the Journal 
of the Society of Arts for the 22nd 
of the same month was inserted a 
paper read by him shortly before in 
the African section on " Egyptian 
Obelisks, and their relation to 
Chronology and Art.” 

COOPER, Charles Alerbd, 
journalist, was bom at Hull, York- 
shire, ia 1829. He was educated 


at the Hull Grammar School, and 
early in life entered the office of 
the Sull Pachet, a weekly news- 
paper of good standing. There he 
became a reporter, and took a share 
in sub-editorial work. After serving 
an apprenticeship here, he took an 
engagement on another Hull news- 
paper, and there remained for 
several years, engaged at first in 
reporting, and subsequently in the 
duties of assistant editor. In 1861 
he removed to London, and entered 
the gallery of the House of Com- 
mons as reporter for the Morning 
Star. Of this paper he subsequently 
became the sub-editor, and held the 
post until 1868, when he became 
assistant editor of the Scotsman, 
He served in this capacity for several 
years under the late Alexander 
Russel, a man of wide political 
knowledge, and of first-rate editorial 
abihty. In 1880 he became editor 
of the Scotsman Before that time 
he had taken a great interest in the 
opening of the gallery of the House 
of Commons to the reporters of pro- 
vincial newspapers, and shortly 
before becoming editor of the Scots- 
man, he had the gratification of 
seeing this object gained. 

COOPER, Sir Daniel, Bart., 
K.C M G., was born at Bolton, 
Lancashire, July 1, 1821. When 
very young he sailed for New South 
Wales, and was educated there till 
he was 14, and then returned to 
England and finished his education 
by a course of four years at Univer- 
sity College, London. Mr. Cooper's 
health at this period of his life was 
very uncertain, and after starting 
in business m Europe he sailed 
again for New South Wales, when 
he was at once connected with his 
uncle's firm, at that time one of the 
most extensive mercantile houses 
in Australia. At the dissolution of 
the firm in 1848 the business was 
carried on by himself and an elder 
brother. This second partnership 
was dissolved in 1852, and smce 
then the business has been con- 
ducted under the name of D, 
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Cooper & Co. In 1847 Mr. Cooper 
was appointed a director^ and in 
1855 the President^ of the Bank of 
New South Wales. In 1849 he was 
elected a member of the Legislative 
Council of the Colony, which was at 
that time the only legislative body, 
and ag^in in 1853. ^o years after- 
wards the Act was passed which 
gave the Colony a Constitution 
modelled on the English Parlia- 
ment In 1856, at the first election 
under the new Constitution, Mr. 
Cooper was again returned, and was 
chosen first Speaker of the Assembly. 
In 1857 he was kmghted. He 
resigned his office as Speaker owing 
to 3l-health in 1860, and imme- 
diately afterwards, on the resigna- 
tion of the Porster Government, 
he was invited to form a Ministry, 
but was for the same cause com- 
pelled to decline. Returning to 
England in 1861, he busied himself 
in looking after the interests of 
the colonial wool growers in this 
country. Sir Daniel received a 
baronetcy in 1863. He has ever 
since his return to England taken 
an active part in every movement 
tending to promote the welfare of 
the Colonies. For the services 
rendered by him in connection with 
the Sydney Exhibition he was 
created a Knight Commander of 
the Order of SS, Michael and 
George in Oct., 1880. 

COOPER, Thomlajs, bom at Lei- 
cester, March 28, 1805, was taught 
the humble trade of a shoemaker in 
his youth, at Gainsborough, Lin- 
colnshire (where he and the late 
Thomas Miller were companions in 
boyhood), and having instructed 
himself in the Latin, Greek, He- 
brew, and French languages while 
at his stall, became a schoolmaster 
at twenty-three. Having held ap- 
pointments on the reporting st^ 
of one or two country newspapers, 
he became leader of the Leicester 
Chartists in 1841, lectured in the 
Potteries during the “Riots" in 
Aug. 1842, was sent to Stafford gaol 
on a charge of conspiracy and se- 


dition, and was found guilty, and 
sentenced to two years^ imprison- 
ment. During that period he wrote 
his epic poem, “ The Purgatory of 
Suicides," and “Wise Saws and 
Modern Instances,^' a series of 
stories, both published in 1845. 
His “ Baron’s Yule Feast," a short 
poem, appeared in Jan. 1846. 
During the latter half of 1846 he 
wrote a series of papers entitled 
Condition of the People," in 
Douglas Jerrold^s Newspaper^ travel- 
ling through the North of England 
to collect material for his observa- 
tions. In 1847 appeared lus 
“Triumphs of Perseverance^’ and 
“ Triumphs of Enterprise." In 
1848 he became an active political 
and historical lecturer in London. 
In 1849 he edited the Plain Speaker, 
a weekly penny journal of radical 
politics. In 1850 he conducted 
Cooper's Journal, a sceptical weekly 
penny periodical. In 1851 and 
1852 he was chiefly employed as a 
travelling lecturer on history, 
poetry, and general literature. His 
Alderman Ralph," a novel, ap- 
peared in 1853, and a second novel, 
“ The Family Feud," in 1854. To- 
wards the close of 1855 he began to 
perceive the errors of scepticism ; 
and, having returned to London, 
commenced a coiarse of Sunday 
evening lectures and discussions 
with the London sceptics, in Sept. 
1856, and continued tiiem until tihie 
end of May, 1858. From that time 
he has been continually travelling 
through England and Scotland, 
lectumig and preaching on the 
Evidences of Christiamty. He 
published his autobiography in 
1872 j and his “Poetical Works" 
appeared in 1878. 

COOPER, Thomas Sidney, R.A., 
was bom at Canterbury, Sept. 26, 
1803. His parents, being in humble 
circumstances, wished to apprentice 
him to some trade ; but, having a 
strong desire to become an artist, 
he was allowed to follow his inclina- 
tions. He sketched long without 
instruction, taking for subjects the 
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■buildings of Ms native city^and the 
country around it, and gained a 
precarious income by seUing Ms 
dravdngs to strangers. At the age 
of seventeen he 'b^ecame painter at 
the Hastings Theatre, and for 
tMee years gained a moderate in- 
come "by scene-pamting. Then he 
■became a drawing-master at Canter- 
bury till the year 1827, when a 
French gentleman coming to that 
city to teach drawing, he lost all 
Ms connection. He had studied, 
as often as opportunity presented, 
at the British Museum, in the 
Angerstein Q-allery, and at the 
Boyal Academy. In 1827 he set 
out from Dover to Calais, and 
literally " sketched Ms way from 
that French port to the Belgian 
capital ; paying tavem-biUs by 
likenesses of hosts and hostesses. 
At Brussels his talents seciured Mm 
patrons and employment ; and hav- 
ing settled there, he married, and 
enjoyed the friendsMp of various 
Flemish artists. There, too, Ms 
pencil was first directed to the 
study of landscape, and the branch 
of art (animal-painting) which se- 
cured Mm Ms present high reputa- 
tion, with abundant and profitable 
employment The revolution of 
1830 involved him and his family 
in difficulties, and forced Mm to 
return to England. He first ex- 
Mbited in the Suffolk Street Cal- 
lery in 1833. His picture attracted 
attention, and he received a com- 
mission from Mr. Velcnon for a pic- 
ture now in the Yernon Gallery. 
About ten years later his Cuyp-like 
groups of cattle Going to Pas- 
ture,” ''' Watering at Evening,” 
^^Eeposing,” in the heat of a sum- 
mer afternoon, attracted general' 
notice on the walls of the Aca- 
demy. From the time of the ex- 
hibition of Ms first picture in the 
Suffolk Street Gallery in 1833, Mr. 
Cooper's success has been uniform ; 
and from the period when Mr Yer- 
non purchased the picture before 
alluded to; he has not had a picture 
unsold. Mr, Cooper was elected an 


Associate of the Eoyal Academy ir 
1845, and a Royal Academician ir 
1867. In 1882 he presented to the 
city of Canterbury the Gallery of 
Art wMch he had founded some 
ten or twelve years previously,_ailc 
in wMch he had since given gratui- 
tous instructions to students. A 
condition made by the donor was. 
that only a nominal fee should be 
charged to the artisan classes for 
tuition ; the original object for 
which the gallery was built having 
been the teaching of drawing tc 
poor boys. At the meeting"^ 
which Mr. Cooper's gift was an- 
nounced it was determined to con- 
vert the gallery into a school, anc_ 
to affiliate it to the Science and Art 
Depar^ent at South Kensington. 
Mr. Cobper stated that he had stipu- 
lated in Ms will that the last work 
on wMch he should be engaged at 
the time of his decease, together 
with Ms palette and brush, should 
he brought to the gallery and kept 
there. 

COPE, Charles West, R.A., 
painter, TDorn in Leeds in 1811, is 
the son of an artist of considerable 
reputation in that town, whose 
career was cut short by an untimely 
death. After a course of study, 
first under Mr. Sass, and then at 
the Royal Academy, he resided for 
two years in Italy. After his re- 
turn to England, he attracted much 
notice by a Holy Family,” which 
was purchased by the late Mr Beck- 
ford. Among Ms earlier pictures 
one wMch attracted considerable 
attention at the Royal Academy 
ExMbition in 1839 was a large 
altar-piece, subsequently presented 
by him to St George's Church at 
Leeds, where it now stands as a 
memorial of the painter in the 
town of Ms birth. Mr. Cope is one 
of the fortunate few whose progress 
to a Mgh position has been assisted 
by the favourable decisions of the 
ilfoyal Commission on the Fine Arts. 
He first exhibited at the Royal 
Academy in 1831. His earlier pic- 
tures may be divided into two dis- 
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tinct classes, — ^the Mstorical and 
domestic; tlie latter treated in a 
larger manner tlian is now common. 
" Hagar and Islimael/" in 1836, al- 
ternated Witt '' The Cronies,” and 
"'Paolo and Erancesca,” in 1837, 
with "Osteria di Campagna, near 
Borne,” in 1838, and the " Flemish 
Mother,” in 1839. A visit to Italy 
and Flanders had preceded the 
latter. These pictures were fol- 
lowed by — "Help thy Father in 
his Age,” in 1840 , " Almsgiving,” 
" Poor - Law Guardians,” and 

"Childhood,” in 1841. Subjects 
suggested by the poets have always 
been favourites with him j such as 
— " The Schoolmaster,” from Gold- 
smith ; " Hope — ' Her silent W atch 
,the anxious Mother keeps ; ’ ” Gold- 
smith's delightful lines on "The 
Hawthorn Bush ” (all in 1842), and 
" The Cotter's Saturday Hight,” in 
1843. In the summer of 1843, his 
cartoon, the " First Trial by Jury,” 
gained one of the first three prizes 
of .£300 in the Westminster Hall 
competition. In the fresco compe- 
tition of 1844, his "Meeting of 
Jacob and Bachel” obtained for 
him a commission to prepare a 
desi^ for one of the six frescoes 
destined to adorn the new House of 
Lords. Ih 1845 his simple cartoon, 
fresco, and coloured sketch for 
" Edward the Black Prince receiv- 
ing the Order of the Garter,” ex- 
hibited in Westminster Hall, were 
approved of. That subject was in 
due time successfully executed. To 
it succeeded a private commission 
from Prince Albert, for the " Last 
Bays' of Cardinal Wolsey.” Mr, 
Cope was elected Associate of the 
Eoyal Academy in 1844, and B.A. 
in 1848. Further commissions for 
the Hew Palace followed : — Gri- 
selda's First Trial,” " Prince 
Henry's Submission to the Law,” 
&c. While these ably executed 
works were in progress, others in 
the domestic cl^s proceeded from 
his easel — ^the " Youi^ Mother,” in 
1847 5 " Girl at Prayer,” and 
Maiden Meditation,” in 1847 ; 


"L' Allegro and II Penseroso,” in 
1848 ; " Fireside Musings,” and 
the “First-born,” in 1849; "Mil- 
ton's Bream,” m 1850 ; " Creeping 
Hke Snad unwillingly to School,” 
and "Florence Cope at Dinner- 
time,” in 1852. Mr. Cope's love of 
children and his habit of looking 
to his own hearth for his best in- 
spirations, are manifested in Ms 
"Study of a Child's Head,” 
"Baby's Turn,” in 1854, "The 
Friends,” and a hoy and girl re- 
galing on " Bohinson Crusoe.” 
The technical mastery and native 
powers are as legible in these as 
in the "CardinM Wolsey,” the 
"King Lear and Cordelia” (of 
1850), or his compositions in fresco, 
a medium of wMch hej has happily 
conquered the difficulties. This 
arti^ produced "Boyal Prisoners,” 
" Death of the Princess EHzaheth, 
daughter of Charles I,” in 1855; 
" Departure of the Pilgrim 
Fathers,” painted in both oil and 
fresco, in 1856 ; " Burial of Charles 
I ,” fresco, in 1857 ; " Dpward Ga- 
zing,” in 1858 ; " Cordelia receiving 
the news of her Father's Ill-treat- 
ment,'' " Elder Sister,” " Bepose,” 
"Paiding of Lord and Lady Bus- 
sell,” in fresco, 1859; "Evening 
Prayer,” "Best,” in I860; "Part- 
ing of Lord and Lady Bussell,” 
in. 1861 ; " Convalescent,” and 

"Scholar's Mate,” in 1862. The 
eight frescoes in the Peers' Corri- 
dor are now completed, and the 
whole form a series of subjects 
from English history, illustrating 
the important changes in the Con- 
stitution during the great struggles 
in the time of Charles I., &c. The 
four on each side illustrate the op- 
posite parties : — 1. " The Baising 
of the BpyaJ Standard;” 2. "De- 
fence of Basing House ; ” 3. " Ex- 
pulsion of Fellows from Oxford for 
refusing to sign the Covenant;” 
and 4. “ Burial of Charles I.” On 
the other side are : — 1. " Sp^er 
Lenthall asserting the Privileges 
of the Commons;” 2. "March of 
the Train-bands to relieve the Siege 
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of G-loucester j ” 3. Departure of COPE, Edward Drinker^ natu- 
the Pilgrim Fathers;^' and 4 ralist and comparative anatomist, 


" Parting of Lord and Lady Rns- 
sell.'^ Tlie time occupied on tliese 
lias prevented Mr. Cope from exe- 
cuting large works in oil. '‘‘Two 
Mothers/^ “Contemplation," and 
other small pictures, were painted 
during intervals of relaxation. 
Since the completion of the fres- 
coes in the Peers^ Corridor, Mr. 
Cope has exhibited a fair propor- 
tion of pictures at the Eoyal Aca- 
demy, of which the following are 
the chief names and dates : — “ Shy- 
lock and Jessica," in 1867 j “ Othello 
relatmg his Adventures," and “ Two 
Disciples at Emmaus," in 1868 ; 
“ A Domestic Chaplain," and

AcademyExhibition,"inl876 (now 
in the possession of the Eoyal Aca- 
demy) j “ Spring-time," “Bianca^s 
Lovers," ^d Hope Deferred,” in 
1877 ; Lieut. Cameron'’s Welcome 

Home from his Explorations in 
Africa,^* 1878 ; Sad Memories,'^ 
"‘‘Hamlet and Ophelia," “Hesita- 
tion," and “A Country Club Meet- 
ing in the Olden Time," 1879 ; “An 
Inquisition," “ Perplexed," and 
"" The Good Shepherd," 1880 ; 
“Janet Escaped," and “Par Away 
Thoughts," 1881j “Summer-Time,^" 
ana "" Anne Page and Slender,"" 
1882. Mr Cope was one of the 
original members of the Etching 
Club. He was appointed in 1867 
to the post of Professor of Painting 
at the Royal Academy, which he 
resigned in 1874. He is also one of 
the trustees of the Royal Academy. 


born at Philadelphia, July 28, 1810 
He studied in the University of 
Pennsylvania, and anatomy in Eu- 
rope in 1863-4. He was Professor of 
Natural Science in Haverford Col- 
lege, Philadelphia, from 1861 to 
1867, and has been Curator and 
Corresponding Secretary of the 
Academy of Natural Sciences. Jn 
1871 he explored the cretaceous 
formations of Kansas , in 1872 the 
eocene of Wyoming; in 1873 tbc 
tertiary beds of Colorado ; in 187 1 
was employed by the U. S. G. G. 
Survey under Lieut. G. M. Wheeler 
in New Mexico ; in 1875 in Northern 
Montana, in 1877 in Oregon arul 
Texas j and in 1878 he had several 
parties exploring the Western re- 
gions. The result of these ex- 
peditions has been tlio creation of ii 
collection of over 0t)0 speciiis of 
extinct vertebrate annuals, of which 
Professor Cope has made known to 
science at least -^00 species. The 
structure of many of these animals 
is in the highest degree remarkable, 
and has been described in numcjrous 
papers, read before the Hcitmtifu*. 
societies of Philadelphia, or pub- 
lished in the reports of tlie Hayden 
U. Geological Survey of the 'I’er- 
ritories, to which he is paleonto- 
logist of vertobrata, or in those of 
Lieut. Wheeler. Professor Cope has 
also published essays on fishes, ba- 
trachians, and reptiles of various 
parts of the world, and has made 
observations on the anatomy of 
these animals, which have re- 
sulted in new views of their sys- 
tematic arrangement. Ho has, in 
addition, published a number of 
papers on the subject of evolution, 
commencing in IBCO, which artj to 
he found in the Proceedings of the 
Philadelphia Scientific Societies and 
the Penn, Monthly Magaxine, He is 
a member of the National Academy 
of Science, and, together with Prof. 
A. S. Packard, is editor of the 
Amencan Naiuraliat He is the 
author of the doctrine of ^"accele*’ 
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ration and retardation/' of re- 
petition," of the "doctrine of the 
iinspecialized/' and of a theory of 
the origin of the will. 

COPLESTONj The EiaHT Eev. 
Eegikald Stephen^ D.D., Bishop 
of Colombo^ a son of the Eev E. E. 
Oopleston, formerly Eellow of Exeter 
College, Oxford, was born at Barnes, 
Surrey, in 1845. From Merchant 
Taylors' School he proceeded to Mer- 
ton College, Oxford, where he gra- 
duated B.A. (2nd class in classics) 
in 1869. He was then elected a 
Eellow of St. John's College, of 
which he became senior tutor , and 
he proceeded M.A. from that Col- 
lege in 1871. When Dr. Jermyn 
resigned the Bishopric of Colombo, 
in Ceylon, Mr. Copleston was selected 
by the Crown to fill the vacant See, 
and he was consecrated in West- 
minster Abbey, Dec. 28, 1875. He 
has published "iSschylus," in 
Blackwood's " Classics for English 
Eeaders ; " and was a contributor to 
the "Oxford Spectator." 

COPPIHG-, Edwabd, journalist 
and author, bom in London in 1828, 
formed a connection with the press 
whilst very young . In 1856 he pub- 
lished "Al fieri and G-oldoni, their 
Lives and Adventures," a compila- 
tion from the well-known autobio- 
graphies of the two Italian drama- 
tists. During the greater part of 
1857 he assisted the late Mr. Bayle 
St. John in translating into Ei^lish 
and condensing the voluminous 
memoirs of St. Simon. In 1858 
Mr. Copping published his expe- 
rience of the French capital, in a 
little book entitled " Aspects of 
Paris," a G-erman translation of 
which appeared shortly afterwaa'ds 
at Berlin under the title of Pariser 
Bilder." He acted at Paris as cor- 
respondent of the Daily Telegraph 
in 1858-59, and published a novel. 

The Home at ^sefield," in 1861. 
Mr. Copping has since been engaged 
upon the e<5.torial staff of the Daily 
News, besides being a contributor 
to various periodicals. 

COEBOTJLD, Edwabd Henry, 


the eldest son of Henry Corbould, 
and grandson of Eichard Corbould, 
historical painters, was bom in 
Great Coram Street, London, Dec. 5, 
1815. Being at an early age 
ambitious of distinction in art, he 
painted " The Fall of Phaeton from 
the Chariot of the Sun," for which 
he obtained the gold Isis medal of 
the Society of Arts in 1834, winning 
the same prize again in 1835, with 
an original model of " St. George 
and the Dragon." In 1836 he 
I obtained the large gold medal for 
I his model of the Chariot-i’ace, from 
Homer He exhibited at the Eoyal 
Academy, and at the Gallery of 
British Artists, subjects mostly 
from Spenser's " Faery Queen," 
and eventually joined the Hew 
Society of Painters in W ater- 
Colours. His first large subject 
here was The Assembling of the 
Canterbury Pilgrims at the Tabard 
Inn, Southwark," followed by The 
Woman taken in Adultery," " The 
Eglinton Tournament" (from 
sketches made upon the spot), 
" Dnder the Eose," Salom4 Danc- 
ing before Herod," "The Plague 
of London," The Baptism of 
Ethelbert,” William of Eynesham 
reciting the Victory of Towton 
Field” (in Westminster Hall), 
Scene from the Proph^te " 
(painted for the Queen), "Floretta 
de Herac, the first love of Henry IV. 
of Fiance ” (purchased by her 
Majesty, and presented to the 
King^of Prussia), "The Entry of 
the Boy King into London after his 
Coronation in Paris,” and "The 
Destruction of the Idols at Basle ” 
(both in the collection of the Crown 
Princess of Germany), and various 
others which we cannot enumerate. 
In 1851 Mr. Corbould was appointed 
Instructor of Blstorical Painting 
to the Eoyal Family; but this 
appointment, after having lasted 
for about twenty-one years, died a 
sort of natural death from the fact 
of there being no further need of 
Mr. Corbould's services. Bis pic- 
ture painted from Tennyson, " The

Struggle for tlie Last Diamond, 
■was perhaps the earliest purchase 
of a work of art by the Prmce of 
Wales j but that from Tennyson's 
^‘‘Morte d' Arthur/' in 1864, pur- 
chased by her Majesty and pre- 
sented to the Princess Louise, is 
generally considered his best work. 

COECELLES, Clattde Fran- 
gois Philibert Tireotir de, a 
French diplomatist, was bom at 
Mareilly d'Azergue, in the depart- 
ment of the Eh6ne, June 27, 1802. 
His father was an ardent politician, 
and on being elected a Deputy 
voted with the Extreme Left, who 
offered so determined a resistance 
to the Eestoration and the Monar- 
chy of July. The younger M. de 
Corcelles was first returned to the 
Chamber of Deputies in 1837 by 
the arrondissement of S4ez, in the 
department of the Orne, and he 
usually voted with that section of 
independent Liberals of which M 
de TocqueviUe was the leader. He 
gave his attention mainly to 
politico-economical subjects and the 
Algerian question; and being a 
fervent Cathohc, his liberalism 
attracted him to the political school 
of M. de Montalembert. After the 
Eevolution of February he was 
elected a representative of the 
people, his name appearing second 
on a list of 11 members chosen for 
the department of the Orne. do- 
minated a member of the Commit- 
tee of Finances, he voted as a rule 
with the Eight, and always adopted 
the Eepublican Constitution in its 
integrity After the election of 
the 10th of December, 1848, he 
supported the Q-ovemment of Louis 
Napoleon. As a matter of course 
he thoroughly approved the design 
of despatching an expedition to 
Eome, and he personally took part 
in the events which occurred in 
Italy at this period Being sent 
on a mission^ to Pope Pius LX., he 
disavowed the treaty which had 
been concluded by M. Ferdinand 
de Lesseps with the Eoman Trium- 
virs, and, after the capture of Eome 


by the French troops, he presided 
at the re-estabhshment of the Papal 
rdgvme. M. de Corcelles was re- 
elected to the Legislative Assembly, 
and took his seat among the mem- 
bers of the anti-revolutionary ma- 
jority, though he declined to pledge 
himself to the policy adopted by the 
'^Elysee." After the coup d'etat 
of the 2nd of December, 1851, he 
retired mto private life, and did 
not again take part in the manage- 
ment of public affairs until the fall 
of the Second Empme. At the 
elections of Feb. 8, 1871, he was 
elected by the department of the 
Nord as a member of the National 
Assembly, and he voted regularly 
with the Extreme Eight. He was 
nominated Ambassador of the 
French Eepublic to the Holy See, 
in succession to M. Bour going, in 
Dec. 1872 He resigned that post 
in Oct. 1876, in consequence of ill- 
health, and was replaced by M 
Baude,French Minister in Belgium 
COEDOVA, Q-bneral Don Fer- 
nando Fernandez de, the com- 
mander appointed to succeed Ge- 
neral de Eodas as Captain-General 
of Cuba, is a distmguished militaire 
and politician of Spain. He was 
bom at Madrid in 1792 His studies 
were conducted at the Madrid 
Military School, and in 1810 he 
entered the army, where, in the 
Napoleonic wars, he acquired all 
the mihtary grades. After having 
survived all the governments that 
succeeded that era in Spain, in 
1841, in conjunction with General 
Concha and Don Diego Leon, he 
was seriously involved in the insur- 
rection against Espartero which was 
excited by General O'Donnell. He 
afterwards attached himself to the 
party of Moderate Progresistas, 
called Salamancans. In September, 
1847, he was for two months Minis- 
ter of War, and became General 
Commanding the Spanish infantry. 
He was in Italy in 1849 with the 
corps of Spanish troops which had 
been dispatched to that country to 
aid in re-establishing the Pope. On 
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the 8th of March, 1850, he was 
nominated for the Captain-G-eneral- 
ship of Cuba, and in the ensuing 
year assumed the duties of his posi- 
tion. In this year, also, he became 
Director-G-eneral of the Cavalry of 
the kingdom. On the outbreak of 
the revolution of 1854 at Madrid, 
G-eneral de Cordova was called by 
the Queen Isabella to form a new 
cabinet He declined this duty; 
but he had no hesitation in order- 
ing his soldiers, in the name of the 
queen, to fire on the insurgents of 
the capital. With the success of 
the insurrectionists, he beat a hasty 
retreat from Madrid on the mght of 
July 27-28, and sought refnje in 
Rrance. The turn of the political 
wheel in 1856 enabled General de 
Cordova to return to Spain, where 
he resumed his rank among the 
Spanish generals. In September, 
1864, he was made Mmister of War 
in the cabinet of Harvaez. In 
1868, De Cordova, in common with 
most of the Spanish officials and 
grandees, took part in the Prim 
revolution against Queen Isabella, 
which resulted in the regency form 
of government in that country. 
He was again appomted Captain- 
General of Cuba in 1870, and in the 
following year Minister of State ad 
^ntenm at Madrid. After the pro- 
clamation of the Republic General 
de Cordova accepted the post of 
Minister of War (Peb. 1873). 

CORK, Bishop op. (See Geeoo, 
Db.) 

CORKER, Julia, daughter of an 
eminent engraver, was born in 1798, 
and first became known as a wiuter 
for children, but subsequently as 
the author of many educational 
works, chiefly historical. In 1837 
she published Questions on the 
History of Europe,^' and this was 
followed by ''The Historical Li- 
brary,” in 13 vols., " A Pictorial 
History of China and India,” 
" Scripture History Simplified,” 
" Historical Tales,” and a variety 
of smaller works, including "Little 
Plays for Little Actors.” 


CORNISH, The Right Rev. 
Robeet EIestell, Bishop of Mada- 
gascar, only surviving son of the 
Rev. George James Cornish, of 
Salcombe Hill, Sidmouth, Devon, 
Prebendary of Exeter, was born m 
1824, and educated at Winchester 
School, and at Corpus Christi Col- 
lege, Oxford (B.A, 1846 ; M A. 
1849). He was vicar of Coleridge, 
Devon, 1856-61 ; vicar of Revel- 
stoke in the same county, 1861-66 ; 
and vicar of Landkey, Barnstaple, 
from 1866 till 1874, when he was 
appointed the first Bishop of Mada- 
gascar. In 1871 he assumed the 
additional name of Kestell, as the 
sole surviving representative of the 
ancient family of Kestell of Kestell, 
Cornwall. 

CORNTBWAITE, The Right 
Rev. Robeet, D.D., a Catholic 
prelate, bom at Preston, May 9, 
1818. In 1831 he entered St. Cuth- 
bert^s College at Hshaw, near Dur- 
ham, and after having completed 
his studies, he remained there for 
two years, as Professor of Humani- 
ties. He next studied theology in 
the English College at Rome, and 
was ordained priest m 1845. In 
1846 he returned to England, and 
remained here five years. In 
1851 Pope Pius IX. nominated him 
rector of ihe English College at 
Rome. He resigned that po^ in 
1857, and returning ^adn to this 
country, he became secretary to the 
late ISt, Hogarth, Bishop of Hex- 
ham. On Nov. 10, 1861, he was 
consecrated Bishop of Beverley, 
in succession to the late Dr. Briggs. 
The diocese of Beverley comprises 
the county of York. On the divi- 
sion of the diocese of Beverley into 
the sees of Leeds and Middles- 
brough, on Dec. 20, 1878, Dr. Com- 
thwaite became Bishop of Leeds. 

COSTA, SiE Michael, musical 
composer, was bom at Geneva, 
Feb. 4, 1810. His father was Ita- 
lian, of Spanish extraction; his 
mother was Swiss. Early di^lay- 
ing a strong taste for music, he 
was placed by his parents under 
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an efficient master. His progress 
was so rapid as to render advisable 
Ms admission into the Hoyal Aca- 
demy of Music at Naples, of wbich. 
ZingareUi was tbe principal, and 
lie ultimately became tbe pupil of 
Professor G-iacomo Tritto, then one 
of the most celebrated musical pro- 
fessors in Italy. His first original 
composition was a cantata com- 
posed for the Academy, entitled 
L^Immagine,” wMch had a most 
encouraging reception, and was 
followed by “II Delitto punito," 
also successful. When his aca- 
demical cai-eer was completed, he 
produced Ms first opera, “ II Car- 
cere d^Hdegonda,^^ at the Teatro 
Nuovo, wMch kept possession of 
the stage durmg the whole of the 
season. His next attempt was 
“ Malvina,'^ for the San Carlo, a 
work which has been performed at 
the principal Italian theatres. In 
1828 he visited England, and as- 
sisted at the Birmingham Musical 
Pestival of that year. In 1831 he 
assumed the hat on of conductor at 
Her Majesty^s Theatre, in place of 
Signor Bochsa, and between 1831-3, 
produced tMee ballets — Henil- 
worth,'^ “line Heure k Naples,^' 
and “ Sire Huon,” which were suc- 
cessful. In 1837 he produced his 
opera “ Malek Adel,” for the Italian 
Opera at Paris, and it was after- 
"wards played with success in Lon- 
don. In 1839 he became a natu- 
ralised British subject. Under 
Mr. Lumley^s management, he in 
1844 brought out Ms “ Don Carlos,” 
wMch has been considered Ms chef- 
d'ceuvre in the operatic line. In 
1846 Mr. Costa became conductor 
of the Philharmonic Concerts, and 
in 1849 was appointed conductor of 
the Sacred Harmonic Society, and 
in 1847 conductor of the Royal 
Italian Opera, Covent Garden, with 
wMch establishment he thorougMy 
identified himself. He withdrew, 
in 1869, from the Covent Garden 
musical direction. His great work, 
the oratorio of “ ELL,” produced at 
the Birmingham Musical Festival 


of 1855, at once raised its author to 
a Mgh rank among contempora- 
neous composers. Mr. Costa re- 
ceived from a body of noblemen 
and gentlemen, presided over by 
Lord Willoughby de Broke, a mas- 
sive piece of plate, as a testimonial 
of esteem and admiration. In 1859 
he was appointed conductor of the 
Handel Festivals. Under Ms direc- 
tion several new operas have been 
produced at the Royal Italian 
Opera, with a completeness qur^ 
unparalleled. His oratorio entitled 
“ Naaman,” brought out at the 
Birmingham Musical Festival for 
1864, was a great success. He was 
knighted by the Queen at Windsor 
Castle, April 14, 1869. In May, 
1869, the King of Wurtemberg 
conferred on Mm the Royal Order 
of Frederick, as a mark of the 
admiration entertained by Ms Ma- 
esty of the oratorio of “ Eh,” per- 
ormed under the composer’s direc- 
tion at Stuttgart in the previous 
November. Sir Michael is also a 
Knight of the Turkish Order of the 
Med]idie, has received the Cross of 
the Prussian Order of the Red 
Eagle, 3rd class, and the Ordre 
du Lion d’Or de la Mai son de 
Nassau, 3rd class, and is Knight- 
Commander of the Crown of Italy. 

COTTERILL, The Rioht Rev. 
Henry, D.D., Bishop of Edinburgh, 
is a son of the late Rev Joseph 
Cotterill, Rector of Blakeney, Nor- 
folk, and for some time one of the 
Honorary Canons of Norwich Ca- 
thedral. He was born at Ampton, 
Suffolk, in 1812, and was educated 
at St John’s College, Cambridge, 
where he gained the Bell Univer- 
sity Scholarship, and took his 
Bachelor’s degree in 1833, as Senior 
Wrangler, and First Smith’s Prize- 
man, and a First-class in Classics. 
He was almost immediately after- 
wards elected to a FellowsMp on 
the foundation of his college. 
Having been ordained deacon in 
1835 and priest in the following 
year, he spent some years in the 
Madras Presidency as a British 
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chaplain. Returning home in 1847 
he was appointed Yice-Principal of 
the newly-established Brighton 
College, and succeeded to the 
principalship on the resignation of 
Dr. Maclean in 1851. In 1856 he 
■was consecrated Bishop of Gra- 
hams'fcown, on the death of the first 
incumbent of that see. Bishop Arm- 
strong. He resigned the see on 
bemg elected Coadjutor Bishop of 
Edinburgh, April 26, 1871, and on 
the decease of Dr. Charles Terrot 
in 1872, he succeeded to the see of 
Edinburgh. Dr. Cotterill is the 
author of " The Seven ^es of the 
Church,^^ and of a treatise entitled 

Does Science aid Ealth in regard 
to Creation?” 1883, forming Vol. 
I of the '^Theological Library.” 
He married, in 1^6, a daughter 
of Mr. John Pamther, of Bellevue, 
Jamaica. 

COTTESLOE (Lord), The Rioht 
Hon. Thomas Francis FremantIiE, 
is the eldest son of the late Yice- 
Admiral Sir Thomas Francis Fre- 
mantle, Bart., G.C.B., of Swan- 
bourne, Bucks, by Elizabeth, 
daughter and co-heiress of the late 
Mr. Richard Wynne, of Falking- 
ham, Lincolnshire. He was bom in 
London, in 1798, and educated at 
Eton and at Oriel College, Oxford, 
where he took his degree with high 
honours in "the year 1819. He en- 
tered Parliament at the General 
Election of 1826 as member for 
Buckingham, which he repre- 
sented in the Conservative interest 
down 'bo 1846, when he was appomted 
Deputy-Chairman of the Board of 
Customs. He was subsequently 
promoted to the chairmanship of 
this department, a post which he 
held down to the end of the year 
1873. He was one of the Secre- 
taries of the Treasury imder Sir 
Robert PeeTs first short-lived 
Minis'try in 1834-6, and again 
under his old chief in 1841-4, and 
S'l^'jretary for War in 1844-5. He 
alio held the post of Chief Secre- 
tary for Ireland during -the last 
year of Sir Robert PeeTs adminis- 


tration. He was raised to the 
peerage by the title of Baron 
Cottesloe in Feb. 1874. Lord 
Cottesloe (who is also a Baron of 
the Austrian Empire) married in 
1824 Louisa Elizabeth, eldest 
daughter of the late Sir George 
Hugent, by whom he has a family 
of five sons and six daughters. His 
eldest son, the Hon. Thomas F. 
Fremantle, who was born in 1830, 
is married to a sister of -the Earl 
of Eldon. 

COTTON, General Sir Arthtr 
Thomas, ET.C.S.!., son of the late 
H. C. Cotton, Esq., and a cousin of 
the late Lord Combermere, bom at 
Woodcot House, Oxfordshire, in 
1803, was educated at Addiscombe. 
He entered the Madras army in 
1819, became Colonel of Engineers 
in 1854, and served in the Burmese 
war. In 1861 he received the 
honour of knighthood for his ac- 
tivity in developmg the cotton- 
growing capabilities of India, and 
was entertained at a public dinner 
before returning to the East. He 
was nominated a Knight Comman- 
der of -the S-tar of India on the re- 
organization of that Order in 1866. 
In "the folio-wing year he was nomi- 
nated a Lieut.-General in the army, 
and placed on the fixed establish- 
ment of general officers. He at- 
tained the rank of General in 1876, 
and was placed on the retired list 
in the following year. 

COTTON, The Right Hon. Sir 
Henry, Lord Justice of Appeal, is 
•fche younger son of the late Wil- 
liam Cotton, Esq., of Walwood 
House, near Lej^onstone, Essex 
(formerly High Sheriff of that 
county and at one time Governor of 
the Bank of England), by his mar- 
riage -with Sarah, only daughter of 
the late Thomas Lane, Esq. He was 
bom at Leytonstone, May 20, 1821, 
and educated at Eton, where he 
was Newcastle scholar in 1838, and 
at Christ Church, Oxford, of which 
he was student, and where he took 
his bachelor^s degree in Michaelmas 
Term, 1842, obtaining a Second

Class in the School of Liierce 
EuTnanioreSf and a First Class in 
Mathematical Honoiors He was 
called to the bar at Lincoln's Inn 
in Jan. 1846, and having gained a 
large practice as a Chancery bar- 
rister, he obtamed a silk gown in 
Jan. 1866. He was made a bencher 
of his Inn in Jan. 1867, and was 
appointed Standing Counsel to the 
University of Oxford in 1872. He 
was appointed in June, 1877, to 
succeed the late Sir George Mellish 
as one of the Lords Justices of Ap- 
peal of the High Court of Judica- 
ture, and he received the honour of 
knighthood and was sworn of the 
Privy Council in the following 
month. The University of Oxford 
conferred upon him the honorary 
degree of B.C L. in Oct. 1877. He 
married in 1853 Clemence, young- 
est daughter of the Eev Thomas 
StreathSld, of Chart’s Edge, Kent. 

COUCH, The Eight Hon. Sib 
Eichabd, born in 1817, was called 
to the bar at the Middle Temple in 
1841, and practised for many years 
on the Norfolk circuit He was for 
some years Eecorder of Bedford, 
but in 1862 was appomted a Puisne 
Judge of the Bombay High Court, 
entering upon office in August of 
that year In April, 1866, on the 
retirement of the late Sir Matthew 
Sausse, he was promoted to be 
Chief Justice of the High Court of 
Judicature at Bombay, receiving 
soon afterwards the honour of 
kmghthood, and in 1870 he suc- 
ceeded Sir Barnes Peacock as Chief 
Justice of the High Court at Cal- 
cutta. He resigned the latter post 
in 1875, when £s name was added 
to the roll of the Privy Council. 
He was appointed a member of the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council in Feb. 1881 

COULTHAET, JohnEoss,F.S A. 
(Scot ), the representative of the 
ancient Scottish family of Coult- 
hart of Coulthart, chiefs of the 
name, was born in 1807, at Den- 
bie, Dumfriesshire, and educated 
at the gra mmar school of Bmttle 


in the stewartry of Kirkcudbright. 
In 1827 he entered the law and 
banking offices of Messrs. Hannay 
and Lidderdale, of Castle Douglas, 
and in 1836 was selected to establish 
and manage the Ashton, Staly- 
bridge, Hyde, and Glossop Bank, 
in the county of Lancaster, which 
he successfully accomplished, and 
afterwards continued its chief 
manager, and one of its largest 
proprietors. He published in 1838i 
Decimal Interest Tables ” at 
various rates not exceeding five per 
cent , a work which is highly prized 
by bankers, as it greatly promotes 
accuracy and expedition in the cal- 
culation of interest at their half- 
yearly periods of balancing. In 
1843 he published a Eeport on 
the Sanitary condition of Ashton- 
under-Lyne,” which attracted much 
public notice, and was quoted with 
commendation in both Houses of 
Parliament. In 1865 he was ap- 
pointed mayor of the manor of 
Ashton - under - Lyne, in 1858 a 
justice of the peace for Lancashire, 
and in 1860 a captain in the 23rd 
Eegiment of Lancashire Eifle 
Volunteers. In 1862 he was called 
to the bar at Lincoln’s Inn, and in 
1864 he published two volumes of 
Equation Interest Tables ” at 
rates varying between 5 and 10 per 
cent., winch are of great practical 
utility to accountants m banks 
when the minimum rate of discount 
by the Bank of England exceeds 5 
per cent In 1876 he was appointed 
a magistrate for Ashton-under- 
Lyne, and at the general election 
in 1880 he was a candidate for the 
representation of that borough in 
Parliament, the votes at the close 
of the poll being for Coulthart 
(Conservative) 2,586, and for Mason 
(Liberal) 2,966, the total number of 
electors on the register being 6,901. 
In 1880 he purchased the estate of 
Greenlaw, near Castle Douglas, 
formerly the seat and property of 
the Viscounts Kenmure, whose 4th 
Lord died there in 1663 at the old 
fortress, the rema-ins of which still 
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exist. In 1881 Mr. Conltliart was 
placed in th.e Commission of tlie 
Peace for Kirkcndbrightsliire, and 
in 1882 tbe Earl of Selkirk, with 
the approval of Her Majesty, ap- 
pointed him a Hepnty-Lientenant 
of the same county. Mr. Coulthart 
is a Fellow of the Boyal Society of 
Literature of England, of the So- 
ciety of Antiquaries of Scotland, 
and of the Genealogical and His- 
torical Society of Great Britain. 

COURTENAY, The Eioht Ret. 
Reginald, D.D., son of the late 
Right Hon. Thomas Peregrine 
Courtenay, horn in 1813, graduated 
at Magdj^en Hall, Oxford (B.A., 
1835 ; M.A., 1838 ; D.D., 1853) He 
was rector of Thornton Watlass, 
Yorkshire, from 1842 to 1853 ; was 
appointed Archdeacon of Middlesex, 
Jamaica, in 1863, and consecrated 
as Bishop of Kingston, and Coad- 
jutor to the Bishop of Jamaica in 
1856, retaining his archdeaconry 
and receiving <£1,600 a year from 
the Bi^op of Jamaica, with juris- 
diction over the entire diocese, 
which includes British Honduras. 
He resigned in 1879. He has 
written The Future States, their 
Nature and Evidences j an Ac- 
count of the Church of England ” 
(for members of other churches), 
published in English, Italian, and 
Spanish; “Joseph and his Breth- 
ren ; and a volume of “ Three 
Pastoral Charges,^’ 

COURTNEY, Leonard Henbt, 
MP., eldest son of the late Mr. 
John Sampson Courtney, banker, 
of Penzance, Cornwall, by Sarah, 
daughter of Mr. John Mortimer, of 
St. Mary^s, SciUy, was bom at Pen- 
zance, July 6, 1832. He was edu- 
cated at the Regent House Academy 
in that town, under Mr. Richard 
Baines, and afterwards privately 
under Mr L. R. Willan, M.U. 
According to a memoir of him in 
“Men of the West," he was for 
some time in Hie bank of Messrs. 
Bolitho, Sons, and Co., in which 
concern his father was a partner. 
He went to St. John^s College, 


Cambridge, in 1851, and graduated 
B.A. as Second Wrangler m 1855, 
being bracketed First Smith’s 
Prizema n . In the following year 
he was elected a FeUow of his 
college. For some time he was 
engaged in private tuition at the 
university. In 1858 he was called 
to the bar at Lincoln‘'s Inn. He 
was appointed in 1872 to the Chair 
of Political Economy at University 
College, London, and held that 
professorship until a lengthened 
visit to India in the winter of 
1875-6 necessitated his retirement. 
For two years he was Examiner in 
Constitutional History in the Uni- 
versity of London (1873-75). In 
187-4 he contested Liskeard but 
polled only 329 votes, against 334 
recorded for Mr. Horsman, but at 
the election which was held after 
that gentleman^s death, Mr. Court- 
ney gained the coveted seat Dec. 
22, 1876, polling 388 votes against 
281 votes given to his opponent, 
Lieut. - Colonel Sterling. He was 
appointed Under-SeerelSry of State 
for the Home Department in Dec. 
1880. In August, 1881, he was ap-' 
pointed Under-Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, in succession to 
Mr. Grant Duff, who had been 
nominated Governor of Madras ; 
and in May, 1882, he succeeded the 
late Lord Frederick Cavendish as 
Financial Secretary to the Treasury. 
Mr. Courtney is an advanced 
Liberal, and in favour of the exten- 
sion of the principle of proportional 
representalaon j and he is also in 
favour of an absolute security being 
given by legislation to agricultural 
tenants for compensation for their 
improvements. He has been a 
regular writer for the Times since 
18i64. In 1860 he published a pam- 
phlet on Direct Taxation ; " and 
to the “ Journal of the Statistical 
Society^' (1868), he contributed a 
paper on the “Finances of the 
United States, 1861-67." He has 
been charged with appropriating 
the credit of !Mr. M^Culloch^s article 
on Money," when writing for the 
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last edition of tlie Encydopsedia 
Britannica” an article on “Bank- 
ing/" The fact is that he revised 
the article and brought it down to 
recent times, and that he never 
asserted or professed that he had 
done otherwise. 

COUSINS, Samuel, B.A. (re- 
tired), mezzo-tint engraver, bom in 
May, 1801, was a pnpil of the late 
Mr. Samuel Eeynolds. The plates 
by which he is best known to the 
public are the portrait of Master 
Lambton,"" after Sir T. Lawrence, 
generally regarded as Mr. Cousins 
finest production j Bolton Abbey 
in the Olden Time,"" A Midsummer 
Night"s Dream,"" the Marquis of 
Stafford and the Lady Elvelyn 
G-ower, the children of the Marquis 
of Abercom, and Miss Eliza Peel, 
after pictures by Sir E. Landseer; 

The Eoyal Family,"" and The 
Sailor Prince,"" after Winterhalter. 
He was elected A.E.A. in 1838, and 
promoted to the full honours of the 
Academy in 1855. He retired in 
Dec. 1879, when he was placed on 
the hst of Eetired Academicians.

COUTTS.) 

COWEN, Eeedeeic Hymen, 
composer, born Jan. 29, 1852, at 
Kingston, in Jamaica, exhibited as 
an infant an extraordmary love of 
music. He came to England at the 
age of four, and from that time 
showed so much musical talent, both 
in composition and playing, as to 
render it advisable to place him 
under the tuition of Sir Juhus (then 
Mr) Benedict and Sir John (then 
Mr.) Goss, whose pupil he remained 
until the winter of 1865. He then 
studied at the conservatoires of 
Leipzig and Berlin, and returned to 
London m 1868. His first essay in 
composition was a waltz, written at 
six years old. This was followed 
by numerous small pieces, including 
an operetta entitled “Ganbaldi."" 
On Ms return from Berlin he wrote 
a fantasie sonata, a trio, a quartet, 
a concerto for piano, and a sym- 
phony in C minor, the latter played | 


firstly at the composer"s own con- 
cert, and then at the Crystal Palace. 
Mr Cowen"s later works from 1870 
comprise two cantatas, “ The Eose 
Maiden"" and “The Corsair"" (the 
latter written for the Birmingham 
Festival, 1876) ; an opera, “ Pau- 
hne ; "" an oratorio, “ The Deluge ; "" 
Symphonies No. 2 and No. 3 (Scan- 
dinavian) , a saored cantata, “ Saint 
Ursula"" (produced at the Norwich 
Festival, 1881) ; and also several 
overtures, a sinfonietta, a suite de 
ballet, pieces for the pianoforte, and 
between sixty and seventy songs 
and ballads, many of wMch have* 
attained great popularity. 

COWEN, Joseph, M P , eldest 
son of the late Sir Joseph Cowen 
(who represented Newcastle-on- 
Tyne from 1865 till his death in 
Deo. 1873), by Mary, daughter of 
Mr. Anthony Newton, of Winlaton, 
CO Durham, was born at Blaydon 
Burn, in that county, in 1831. He 
received his education at the Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh, where he was 
elected president of a college de- 
bating society. Early in hfe he 
contracted a strict friendsMp with 
Mazzini, and he started a private 
press of Ms owm, to which constant 
employment was given in printing 
the revolutionary manifestoes of 
political exiles. A fluent speaker 
from Ms youth upwards, Mr. Cowen 
was unceasing in his public advo- 
cacy of the cause of the oppressed 
nationalities represented by Ms 
banished friends. Mr Cowen is an 
extensive coal-owner and a fire-brick 
and clay retort manufacturer. He 
is also proprietor of the Newcastle 
Daily and Weekly Chronicle^ and 
has written much for that newspaper 
and for other advanced Liberal jour- 
nals. He was first returned to the 
House of Commons in Jan. 1874, as 
one of the members for Newcastle, 
and he has sat for that constituency 
down to the present time. As a 
' Eadical Eef ormer "" he is pledged 
to vote for the disestablishment of 
3he Church, the abohtion of the 
*ame laws, short Parliaments, and a 
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re-distribution o£ seats , and he is in 
favour of the system c^ed " Home 
Eule^' for Ireland. In spite of 
>serious personal disadvantages, 
arising chiefly from his rough 
northern accent, Mr. Cowen soon 
acquired a considerable reputation 
as a Parliamentary orator. He 
has a rooted distrust of Eussia, and 
this led to his temporary estrange- 
ment from the Liberal p^y during 
the crisis in the East. Mr. Cowen 
has written numerous political pam- 
phlets. He married in ISS-i Jane, 
daughter of Mr. John Thompson, of 
Palfield, CO. Durham. 

COWIE, The Yery Eev. Ben- 
jAiiUN Morgan, D.D., Dean of 
Manchester, born June 8, 1816, 
was educatea at St. John’s College, 
Cambridge, where he graduated 
B A., as Senior Wrangler, in 1839, 
and was elected PeUow of his col- 
lege. In 184flf he was appointed 
Principal of the College of Civil 
Engineers at Putney." He was a 
Select Preacher m his university, 
and preached the Hulsean Lectures 
in 1853 and ISol , was elected Pro- 
fessor of (Geometry at Gresham Col- 
lege in 1854!, and became a Minor 
Canon of St. Paul’s in 1858. He 
also held the vicarage of St. Lau- 
rence Jewry, in the City of London, 
from 1858 to 1873. In 1859 he was 
appointed a Q-ovemment Inspector 
ot Training Schools, and in 1866 
Warburtonian Lecturer at Lincoln’s 
Inn. He was nominated one of the 
Chaplains in Ordinary to her Ma- 
jesty, Jan. 11, 1871, and was ap- 
pointed dean of Manchester in Oct. 
1872. In 1880 he was elected Pro- 
locutor of the Lower House of Con- 
vocation of the Province of York, in 
succession to the late Dean of York, 
the Hon. A. Duncombe. Mr. Cowie 
published in 1846 a "Catalogue of 
the Library of St. John’s College, 
Cambridge ; ” and he is author of 
some theological works. 

COWIE, The Eight Eev. Wil- 
liam G-abden, D.D., Bishop of 
Auckland, Hew Zealand, second son 
of the late Alexander Cowie, Esq., 


formerly of Auchterless, Aberdeen- 
shire, was born in London in 1831, 
and educated at Tiinity Hall, Cam- 
bridge (B A., 1855 , M A., 1865 ; 
D.D., 1869). After taking orders 
he officiated as an aimy chaplain 
for some years; became domestic 
chaplain to Bishop Cotton, of Cal- 
cutta, in 1864 ; rector of Stafford in 
1867; and was consecrated Bishop 
of Auckland in 1869, in succession 
to the late Dr. Selwyn (afterwards 
Bishop of Lichfield), who bore the 
title of Bishop of Hew Zealand, and 
was Metropolitan. He has pub- 
lished "Hotes on the Temples of 
Cashmere,” "A Yisit to Horfolk 
Island,” and some single sermons. 

COWLEY (Earl), The Eight 
Hon. Henry Eichard Charles 
Wellesley, E.G., G.C.B., the only 
son of the first Baron Cowley (who 
was a younger brother of the late 
Duke of Wellington), born June 17, 
1804, was educated at Eton, and 
entered the diplomatic service at the 
usual age. He became successively 
Secretary of Legation, and after- 
wards Ambassador at the Ottoman 
Porte, Minister Plenipotentiary to 
the Swiss Cantons (1848), Minister 
Plenipotentiary on a special mission 
at Frankfort (1851), Envoy Extra- 
ordinary and Minister Plenipoten- 
tiary to the Germanic Confederation 
(1851), and Ambassador at Paris 
(1852). This post (which was oc- 
cupied by his father before him) his 
lordship held both under the Ee- 
public and the Empire, and he was 
believed to have great iiifluence with 
Hapoleon m. He took part in the 
conference at Paris in 1856, when, 
jointly with the Earl of Clarendon, 
he signed the treaty of peace with 
Eussia on behalf of England. He 
was created Yiscount Dangan and 
Earl Cowley for his diplomatic ser- 
vices, April 4, 1857, and made a K.G. 
in 1865. His lordship resigned the 
post of Ambassador at Paris in 1857. 
The University of Oxford conferred 
on him the honorary degree of D.C,L. 
in 1870. 

CO WPS E (Earl), The Eight 
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Hon. Francis Thomas He-G-rby 
CowPBR, eldest son of tlie sixtli 
Earl^ was bom in 1834, and edu- 
cated at Cbrist Cburch, Oxford, 
where he toot a first-class in law 
and modern history in 1855. On 
his father's death, in 1856, he suc- 
ceeded to the title. He was Captain 
of the Grentlemen-at-Arms from 
April, 1871, to Dec. 1873. On May 
5, 1880, he was installed Lord Lieu- 
tenant of Ireland at Dublin Castle, 
and he held that post till April 28, 
1882, when he was succeeded by 
Earl Spencer. 

COX, The Eev. Sib Georoe 
William, Barto M A , born m 1827, 
was educated at Eugby and at 
Trinity College, Oxford, of which he 
was scholar, and where he graduated 
S C L in 1849, and proceeded B A. 
and M A. m 1859. He entered holy 
orders in 1850, and was curate of 
Salcombe Eegis, Devon, in 1850-1, 
of St. Paul's, Exeter, in 1854-7, and 
held an assistant-mastership in Chel- 
tenham College in 1860-1, was Yicar 
of Bekesbourne, Kent, 1881, and is 
now Eeetor of Scrayingham, York 
He is the author of Poems, Le- 
gendary and Historical," published 
in 1850 ,* “ Life of St. Boniface," in 
1853 ; Tales from Greek Mj^ho- 
logy," and The Great Persian 
War," in 1861 j Tales of the Gods 
and Heroes," m 1862 ; " Tales of 
Thebes and Argos," in 1863, A.

On t^ 
death of his uncle SirEdmundGdx, 
which occurred in Canada in Aug. 
1877, he succeeded to the baronetcy ; 
and he is the 15th baronet m suc- 
cession from Sir Eichard Cox, Chan- 
cellor of Ireland. With regard to 
this baronetcy it is a singidar cir- 
cumstance that the title has never 
descended from father to eldest son, 
and only twice to a survivmg son. 

COX, The Eev. John Edmund, 
D.D , bom at Norwich in 1812, was 
educated at the Norwich Grammar 
School, and afterwards as a Bible 
clerk at All Souls' College, Oxford, 
where he graduated in 1836. In 
1837 he was presented to the per- 
petual curacy of Aldeby, Norfolk, 
by Bishop Stanley. In 1842 he 
became minister of St Mary's, 
Southtown, Great Yarmouth, and 
was appointed chaplain of the gaol 
in that town In 1844 he removed 
to the curacy of St Dunstan's, 
Stepney ; and in 1849 he was pre- 
ferred by the dean and chapter of 
St Paul's to the vicarage of St. 
Helen's, Bishopsgate. He edited 
the Memoir of Sarah Martin,” 
the Yarmouth prison visitor, and is 
the author of “ Principles of the 
Eeformation,” a “Life of Cranmer," 

Life of Luther," “ Protestantism 
contrasted with Eomanism,” &c. 
He edited James's “Bellum Papale," 
James's “ Treatise on the Corrup- 
tion of Scripture," “The Works of 
Cranmer " (for the Parker Society), 
and other rehgious and contro- 
versial works. He has also written 
and edited a considerable number 
of pubhcations on Freemasonry, 
the most important of which are 
“ Dr. Ashe's Manual and Lectures,” 
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and The Ancient Constitutions of 
the Order His more recent works 
are " Musical Recollections of the 
last Half Century,” 2 toIs. 1872 ; 
and " Annals of St. Helenas, 
Bishopsgate,” 1876. Dr. Cox is 
the chairman and a trustee of the 
Poor Clergy Relief Corporation, 
which distributes money and clothes 
according to the necessities of the 
clergy and their families. He is 
honorary chaplain of the Royal 
Society of Musicians and of the 
British Society of Musicians ; was 
for ten years chaplain to the G-rand 
Lodge of Freemasons of England ; 
and IS a past grand officer of that 
order. He also served the office of 
chaplain during the Mayoralty of 
Sip T. S. Owden, 1877-8. 

COX, Samuel Sullivan, bom at 
Zanesville, Ohio, Sept. 30, 1824, 
A.B. (Brown Hniv.), 1846. He 
studied and practised law ; became 
owner and editor of the Columbus 
Statesman^ 1853-54 ; travelled in 
Europe, and in 1855 was appointed 
Secretary of Legation to Peru. In 
1856 he was elected to Congress 
from Ohio, and was re-elected in 
1858, 1860, and 1862. He was a 
delegate to the Democratic National 
Conventions of 1864 and 1868. 
During the civil war he took a 
prominent part in opposition to the 
measures and policy of the adminis- 
tration. In 1865 he took up his 
residence in New York, and was 
elected to Congress from that city 
in 1868 and 1870. In 1872 he was 
candidate as member at large, but 
with the rest of the Democratic 
ticket was defeated by a large 
majority. He was subsequently, 
however, elected to that Congress 
from New York city in the place 
of a deceased member, and has 
been continuously chosen to the 
same seat since. He has been a pro- 
minent candidate for the Speaker- 
ship of the House, and has twice 
been Speaker pro fmpore. He has

1852 ; Eight Years in Congress,” 
1865 j '"Search f<?r Winter Sun- 


beams,” sketches of travel in Italy, 
Corsica, Algeria, and Spain, 1870 j 
" Why we Laugh,” 1876 ; “ Free 
Land and Free Trade,” 1880 , 
" Arctic Sunbeams,” 1882 ; and 
" Orient Sunbeams,” 1882. 

COXE, The Rioht Rev. Ajbthue 
Cleveland, D.D., Bishop of the 
Protestant Episcopal Diocese of 
Western New York, was born at 
Mendham, New Jersey, May 10, 
1818 He graduated at the univer- 
sity of New York, in 1838, and at 
the General Theological Seminary 
in 1841. Shortly after his ordina- 
tion to the diaconate, in 1841, he 
took charge of St. Anu^s church, 
Morrisania, Westchester county. 
New York, where he remained till 
Easter in the following year, when 
he removed to Connecticut, and 
became the rector of St. John^s 
Church, Hartford. In 1854 he was 
appointed rector of Grace Church, 
Baltimore ; and in 1863 he became 
rector of Calvary Church, New 
York city. He was consecrated 
Bishop Coadjutor of Western New 
York in Trinity Church, Geneva, 
Jan. 4, 1865, and on the death 
of Bishop De Lancey, three months 
later, he succeeded to the bishopric. 
Dr. Coxe visited England in 1851, 
and attended the Anglican Con- 
ference held at Lambeth Palace 
in 1878. He was one of the 
founders of the Ai^lo-Continental 
Society. Among his many publica- 
tions are "Advent, a Mystery,” 
1837 ; "Athwold,” 1838; "Chris- 
tian Ballads,” 1840; " Athanasioh 
and other Poems,” 1842; "Hal- 
lowe’en,” 1844 ; " Saul, a Mystery,” 
1845 ; " Sermons on Doctrme and 
Duty,” 1854 ; " Impressions of 
England,” 1856 ; "Criterion,’* 1866 ; 
" Moral Reforms,” 1869 ; " The 

Bible Rhyme,” 1873; "Covenant 
Prayers,” 1875 ; and " The Peni- 
I tential,” 1882. 

COX WELL, Heney Teacby, 
I was born March 2, 1819, at the 
, Parsonage House, Wouldh^, near 
' Rochester Castle, and educated at 
1 the ly^tary School, Chatham. He 
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was intended for the army, but 
after the death of his father, Cap- 
tain Coxwellj R.N.j he repaired to 
London, and there became a sur- 
geon-dentist. From boyhood he 
had a strong bent for ballooning, 
and made many ascents with other 
aeronauts before he had a balloon 
of his own. He may be said to 
have commenced aerostatics pro- 
fessionaUy in 1844. In 1845 he 
projected and edited the Aero- 
static Magazine. Since then he 
has made nearly 700 ascents, the 
most remarkable bemg the extra- 
ordinary voyage from Wolverhamp- 
ton (July 17, 1862), in behalf of 
the British Association, when Mr. 
Coxwell took Mr. G-laisher seven 
miles high, and owing to the in- 
tense cold, Mr. G-laisher being in- 
sensible, had to open the valve by 
catching the line with his teeth, 
thus saving the lives of both. Mr 
Coxwell is the author of several 
able papers and lectures on Aero- 
station 

CRAIG-, Isa, was bom in Edin- 
burgh, Oct 17, 1831. At an early 
age she began to contribute anony- 
mously to several periodicals, and 
at length her poetical contributions 
to the Scotsman^ under the signa- 
tui’e Isa,^" attracted attention, 
and led to her employment in the 
literary department of that journal. 
In 1856 she pubhshed a collection 
of her poems. In 1857 she came 
to London, and her services were 
epgaged by Mr Hastings in orga- 
nizing the National Association for 
the Promotion of Social Science, 
to which she acted as secretary 
and literary assistant, until her 
marriage to her cousin, Mr. John 
Knox. In 1859 she won the first 
prize for her Ode, recited at the 
Burns Centenary Festival, against 
G20 competitors, and in 1865 pub- 
lished ‘^^Ducliess Agnes,^' and other 
poems. 

CRAIK, Mrs (Bee Mtjlock.) 

CRAMPTON, Sir John Fiennes 
Twisleton, Bart., K.C B , eldest 
son of the late Sir Philip Crampton, 


Bart., bom in Dublin m 1807, was 
educated at Eton and Trinity Col- 
lege, Dublin. Entering the diplo- 
matic service, he rose by successive 
steps, until in 1852 he became En- 
voy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plempotentiary at Washington. 
This post he vacated in 1856, on 
on account of an arbitrary demand 
made by the TJmted States G-overn- 
ment, which accused him of having 
violated the sovereign rights of the 
States, by attemptmg to enlist re- 
cruits for the British army. In 
1857 he was sent in the same capa- 
city to Hanover, whence he was 
transferred to St. Petersburg, 
March 31, 1858, and to Madrid, 
Dec. 11, 1860, in which year he 
married Miss Victoria Balfe, but 
the marriage was annulled three 
years later. Sir John resigned the 
post of British Minister at Madrid 
in November, 1869. 

CRANBROOK (Viscount), The 
Right Hon. G-athobne G-athoenb- 
Habdt, G-.C S.I., is the third son 
the late Mr. John Hardy, of Dun- 
stall Hall, Staffordshire, who for 
many years represented the town of 
Bradford in Parliament, and of 
Isabel, daughter of Mr. Richard 
G-athorne, of Kirkby Lonsdale. 
He was born at Bradford, Oct. 1, 
1814, and educated at Shrewsbury 
School and at Oriel College, Oxford, 
where he was second-class in clas- 
sics, and took the degree of B A. in 
1836 He was called to the bar at 
the Inner Temple in 1810, and 
practised as a barrister for several 
years Mr. Hardy unsuccessfully 
contested Bradford in the Conser- 
vative mterest in 1847, but was 
returned to the House of Commons 
in 1856 as member for Leominster, 
which borough he continued to 
represent till the celebrated Oxford 
election in July, 1865, when, after 
a most exciting contest, he defeated 
Mr. Gladstone by a majority of 180, 
this being the principal Conserva- 
tive success at the general election 
of that year. In 1858 Mr. Hardy 
was appointed XJnder-Seoretary of 
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State for the Home Department in 
Lord Derhy^s second administra- 
tion; on the formation of Lord 
Derhy^s third administration^ m 
July^ 1866, he became President of 
the Poor-Law Board ; and on the 
resignation of Mr. Walpole, in 
May, 1867, he was nominated Secre- 
tary of State for the Home De- 
partment, which office he held till 
the resignation of the Conservative 
ministry in Dec, 1868. On the 
formation of Mr. Disraeli's adminis- 
tration in Peb. 1874, Mr. Hardy 
was nominated Secretary of State 
for War In May, 1878, he was 
raised to the House of Peers by the 
title of Yiscount Cranbrook, of 
Hemsted, in the county of Kent. 
In 1878 he succeeded the Marquis 
of Salisbury as Secretary of State 
for India, and held that office until 
the Conservatives retired from office 
in May, 1880. In 1878 he assumed, 
by royal license, the additional 
surname of G-athorne He mar- 
ried, in 1838, Jane, daughter of 
Mr. James Orr, of Holywood House, 
CO. Down. 

CEAHE, Walter, painter, was 
born at Liverpool Aug. 16, 1846, 
and educated privately He was 
appointed a member of the Com- 
mittee of the Greneral Exhibition 
of Water Colour Drawings in 1879, 
and resigned that position in 1881 
He was Examiner at the National 
Competition of Drawings, South 
Kensington, 1879. He was elected 
a member of the Institute of 
Painters in Water Colours in 1882 
He &st exhibited at the Eoyal 
Academy (a small picture, "The 
Lady of Shalott ") in 1862 ; and he 
has exhibited at the G-rosvenor 
Gallery every year from its founda- 
tion in 1877, His principal pictures 
are: — "The Eenaissance of Yenus” 

K ; " The Pate of Persephore ” 
j "The Sirens" (1879); 
Trust and the Traveller ” (1880) ; 
"Europa," "The Laidley Worm"

He 
has designed wall papers and other 
decorative works, among which may 
be named a ceiling and fireplace in 
relief (gesso), at Combe Bank, the 
house of William Spottiswoode, 
Esq , P.E.S. ; also the designs for 
the mosaics m the Arab HaU of Sir 
Prederick Leighton, P.E.A. 

CEAWPOED, Thomas, M.D., 
Director-General of the Army 
Medical Department, entered the 
Army Medical Service as assistant- 
surgeon in Peb. 1848. He was pro- 
moted to be full surgeon in Peb. 
1855, surgeon-major in Peb. 1868, 
and was raised to the rank of 
deputy-inspector-general for special 
service in Peb. 1870. He became 
surgeon-general in Dec. 1876. 
While an assistant-surgeon with 
the 51st Light Infantry regiment. 
Dr. Crawford served in Burmah 
throughout the Burmese war of 
1852-53, including the storming 
and capture of Eangoon. Por this 
service he received the Burmah 
medal with the clasp for Pegu. Dr. 
Crawford was subsequently gazetted 
to the 18th Eoyal Irish regiment, 
and while surgeon of this corps 
served in the Crimea during the 
Eastern campaign from Peb. 1855, 
to the fall of SebastopoL He re- 
ceived the Crimean medal and 
clasp of Sebastopol, together with 
the Turkish medal, for this service. 
He was subsequently selected for 
the position of head of the medical 
branch in the director-general's 
office in London, and held this ap- 
pointment for several years during 
Sir Galbraith Logan's rule of the 
department. At the conclusion of 
this service Dr. Crawford proceeded 
to India and fulfilled the duties of 
superintending-surgeon of the Sir- 
hind circle in Bengal. BEaving 
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completed tliis tour of foreign ser- 
vice, Dr. Cra'wford returned to 
England and held the appointment 
of head of the Army Medical De- 
partment in Ireland, but not long 
afterwards left again for India, this 
time with the elevated position of 
chief of the whole British Army 
Medical Department in that em- 
pire. In April 1882 he was ap- 
pointed to succeed Sir William 
Muir as Directoi-G-eneral of the 
Army Medical Department. Dr 
Crawford has always enjoyed the 
reputation of being a prudent and 
earnest medical officer 5 while from 
the considerate and friendly man- 
ner he has always evinced towards 
the officers who have been brought 
into contact with him in his various 
administrative positions, he has 
earned for himself universal popu- 
larity in the service. 

CEISPI, Ebancbsco, an Italian 
statesman, bom at Eibera, in Sicily, 
Oct. 4, 1819, studied law at Palermo, 
and became a member of the bar of 
Naples, where he took part in the 
conspiracies which led to the over- 
throw of the Kingdom of the Two 
Sicilies in 1848. He was one of the 
chief promoters of the insurrection 
of Palermo, became a deputy and 
general secretary of war, and for 
two years was the heart and soul of 
the resistance offered by the Sicilian 
people. After the victory gained by 
the Swiss regiments, Signor Crispi 
fled to Prance. In 1869 and 1860 
he organised the new Sicilian revo- 
lution ; he landed at Palermo with 
G-aribaldi &md his volunteers, and 
after flghting as a simple soldier, 
became a minister, in which capacity 
he paved the way for the annexa- 
tion of the Two Sicilies to the King- 
dom of Italy. In 1861 he was re- 
turned by the city of Palermo to the 
first Italian Parliament, in which 
he took a prominent and influential 
position, becoming in a short time . 
the acknowledged leader of the con- 
stitutional opposition. It was the 
understanding come to between ' 
Signor Crispi and the old Pied- 1 


montese 'Hhird party,^' which led 
to the formation of the New Eatazzi 
ministry. He was chosen as a De- 
puty at the elections of Nov., 1876, 
by several electoral colleges, and 

opted” for that of Bari On the 
22nd of that month he was elected 
President of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties by 232 votes against 115 

CEOPTON,The Eio-ht Hon. Snt 
Walter Frederic, C.B., a son of 
the late Captain Walter Crofton, of 
the 54th Foot (who was killed at 
Waterloo), born at Courtrai in 1815, 
was educated atWoolwich Academy, 
entered the Eoyal Artillery in 1833, 
became Captain in 1845, and after- 
wards retired. He held from 1854 
to 1862 the chairmanship of the Di- 
rectors of Convict Prisons in Ire- 
land, and in reward of the great 
success of Ins management, he re- 
ceived the honour of knighthood in 
1862. He was a Commissioner of 
Prisons in England from 1866 to 
1868 ; was sworn a member of the 
Irish Privy Council in 1869 , and was 
Chairman of the Prisons Board in 
Ireland from 1877 to 1878. Sii‘ 
Walter is a magistrate for Wilt- 
shire 

CEOFTS, Ernest, A.E.A., was 
born at Leeds, Sept. 15, 1847, bemg 
the son of Mr. John Crofts, J P., of 
Adel, near that town. He was edu- 
cated at Eugby School, and after 
remaimng there several years went 
to Berlin, where he had more leisure 
to develops his artistic tastes. He 
then removed to London, and 
studied here for some years as a 
pupil under the late Mr. A. B. Clay. 
Afterwards he went to Dusseldorf, 
where he became a pupil of Herr 
Emil Hunten, the well-known mili- 
tary painter to the Emperor of Ger- 
many. Mr. Crofts, who now resides 
at Dusseldorf, was elected an Asso- 
ciate of the Eoyal Academy, June 
19, 1878. Among his pictures from 
time to time ei^bited, chiefly at 
the Eoyal Academy, are the follow- 
ing — The Eetreat ; an Episode in 
the German-French War,” 1874, now 
in the Public Gallery, Konigsberg, 
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Prussia; ^^’One Touch of Nature 
makes the WholeW orld Kin,” which 
obtained the Crystal Palace Silver 
Medal, 1874 ; “ Ligny,^^ 1875, exhi- 
bited at the Academy, and after- 
wards at the International Exhibi- 
tion, Philadelphia, 1876; “On the 
Morning of the Battle of Waterloo ’’ 
— ^Napoleon seated outside a cottage 
consulting a map — 1876, in the pos- 
session of Captain Bolton ; “ Oliver 
Cromwell at Marston Moor,” 1877, 
in the possession of Mr. John 
Ehodes, Leeds ; Ironsides Return- 
ing from Sacking a Cavalier’s 
House,” 1877 ; “Wellington on his 
March from Quatre Bras to Water- 
loo,” 1878, in the possession of Mr. 
Mappin, Sheffield ; “Westminster,” 
exhibited at the Paris International 
Exhibition, 1878 ; “ On the Evenmg 
of the Battle of Waterloo,” 1879 , 
^^Marlborough after the Battle of 
RamiUies,” 1880 ; “ George II. at the 
Battle of Dettingen,” 1881 ; “ A 
Pause in the Attack : Hougoumont, 
Waterloo ; ” “At the Farm of Mont J 
St. Jean, Waterloo,” 1882 ; “At the 
Sign of the Blue Boar, Holborn , ” 
and “ Charles I. on his Way to Exe- 
cution,” 1883. 

CROOKES, WiLniAM, E.R.S., 
was bom in London in 1832. In 
1848 he entered the Royal College 
of Chemistry as a pupil of the dis- 
tinguished chemist Dr. Hofmann, 
now of the University of Berlin, 
and at the age of seventeen he 
gained the Ashburton Scholarship. 
After two years’ study he became, 
first junior, then senior assistant to 
Dr. Hofmann, xmtil 1854, when he 
was appomted to superintend the 
meteorological department of the 
Radcliffe Observatory at Oxford. 
In 1855 he became Teacher of 
Chemistry at the Science College, 
Chester. In 1859 he founded the 
Chem%cal News, and he is ^ill its 
proprietor and editor ; and in 1864 
he became editor of the Quarterly 
Journal of Science. Mr. Crookes’s 
earliest original researches were 
begun whilst at the Royal College 
of Chemistry, and his first paper. 


“ On the Seleno-Cyanides,” was 
published m the Quarterly Journal 
of the Chemical Society in 1851. 
Since that date he has been almost 
exclusively engaged m origmal re- 
search on questions connected with 
chemistry and physics. In 1861 
Mr. Crookes discovered, by means 
of spectrum observations and 
chemical reactions, the metal 
Thalhum, and in Jime, 1862, and 
Peb. 1863, he laid before the Royal 
Society an account of Thallium, its 
occurrence, distribution, the method 
of extraction from the ore, together 
with its physical characteristics 
and chemical properties. He also 
determined its position among ele- 
mentary bodies, and produced a 
series of analytical notes on the 
new metal. In the Journal of the 
Chemical Society, April, 1864, he 
collated all the information from 
his own researches and from those 
of others, introducing qualitative 
and quantitative descriptions of an 
extended series of the salts of the 
metal. In June, 1872, he laid 
before the Royal Society laborious 
researches on the atomic weight of 
thalhum, — researches that exten- 
ded over a period of eight years. 
In 1863 Mr. Crookes was elected a 
Fellow of the Royal Society; in 
1865 he discovered the ixiium 
amalgamation process for separat- 
ing gold and silver from their ores. 
In 1866 he was appointed by the 
Government to report upon the 
application of disinfectants in ar- 
resting the spread of the cattle 
plague, which in that year excited 
much alarm in England. In 1871 
he was a member of the English 
expedition to Oran to report upon 
the total phase of the solar eclipse 
which occurred in December of 
that year. In 1872 he commenced 
his experiments on “ Repulsion re- 
sulting from Radiation.” These 
experiments were suggested by ob- 
servations made when weighing 
heavy pieces of glass apparatiis in 
a vacuum balance during re- 
searches on the atomic weight of 
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tliaUiuin. His first paper on tliis 
sulDject was read before tbe Royal 
Society Dec. 11> 187Sj and between 
that time and 1880 Mr. Crookes 
sent to the Society eight other 
communications on collateral sub- 
jects, which are all published in 
the Philosophical Transactions.” 
One important result of these in- 
vestigations is the Radiometer. In 
1875 Mr. Crookes received from the 
Royal Society the award of a Royal 
Medal for chemical and physical 
researches. In 1876 he was elected 
a Vice-President of the Chemical 
Society, and the next year a mem- 
ber of the Council of the Royal 
Society. In 1877 he described the 
Otheoscope, — a greatly modified 
Radiometer, susceptible of an al- 
most endless variety of forms. In 
1878 he gave before the Royal 
Society a Bakerian Lecture,” con- 
tainmg another long series of ex- 
periments and observations on "Re- 
ptQsion resulting from Radiation.” 
In 1879 the Royal Society published 
in its " Philosophical Transactions ” 
records of Mr. Crookes's experi- 
ments on ‘'^Molecular Physics in 
Ehgh Vacua ” In the same 
year appeared a further paper 
on "'Repulsion resulting from Ra- 
diation,” and he was again ap- 
pomted Bakerian Lecturer to the 
Royal Society, his subject the " Il- 
lumination of Lines of Molecular 
Pressure, and the Trajectory of 
Molecules.” In 1879, m the form 
of a lecture dehvered before the 
British Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science, under the title of 
"Radiant Matter,” he compressed 
his researches on the electric dis- 
charge in high vacua. In this lec- 
ture, fully illustrated by experi- 
ments, he showed that gases when 
very lughly rarified lose most of 
the ordhiary properties of matter, 
and pass into a fourth or ultra- 
gaseous condition. In 1880 the 
French Acadd'mze des Sciences be- 
stowed on Mr. Crookes an extra- 
ordinary prize of 3000 francs and a 
G-old Medal, in recognition of his 


discoveries in Molecular Physics 
and Radiant Matter. In 1881 Mr 
Crookes acted as a Juror at the In- 
ternational Exhibition of Elec- 
tricity in Paris. In this ojQSicia 
position he was not entitled to a 
medal, but in the ojficial report, his 
fellow jurors, after discussing the 
merits of four systems of incandes- 
cent lamps, declared — "None of 
them would have succeeded had it 
not been for these extreme vacua 
which Mr. Crookes has taught us tc 
manage.” It is stated that Mr. 
Crookes was the first to apply 
photography to the investigation of 
the solar spectrum , but his earlier 
researches were so numerous that 
it is impossible to refer to them all. 
Mr Crookes is the author of " Se- 
lect Methods in Chemical Analysis,” 
— a second edition (1883) is in 
course of preparation ; of the 
"Manufacture of Beet-root Sugar 
in England ; ” of a " Handbook of 
Dyemg and Calico-Printing and 
of a Manual of "Dyeing and 
Tissue-Printing ” (1882), — one of 
the " Technological Handbooks 
prepared for the examinations of 
the City and G-uilds of London In- 
stitute. He is also joint author of 
the Enghsh adaptation of KeiTs 
Treatise on Metallurgy.^' He 
has edited the last three editions of 
Mitchell's "Manual of Practical 
AsBa;png,” and has translated into 
English and edited Reimann's 
' Aniline and its Derivatives,” 
Wagner's "Chemical Technology,” 
Auerbach's "Anthracen and its 
Derivatives,” and ViUe's ".^ifi- 
ial Manures,” a second edition of 
which appeared in 1882 Mr. 
Irookes is an authority on samtary 
questions, especially the disposal of 
town-sewage, and his views have 
been laid before the public in two 
pamphlets, " A Solution of the 
Sewage Question” and "The Pro- 
fitable Disposal of Sewage.” In 
conjunction with Drs. Odling and 
Tidy, Mr. Crookes is now investi- 
gating the sanitary condition of 
the water-supply of London. 
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CEOSBY, Howabd, B.D , LL.D., 
bom in New York, Feb. 27, 1826. 
He graduated at tbe University of 
New York in ISll, was made Pro- 
fessor of Greek in 1851, and was 
appointed to tbe same cbair in 
Eutgers College, New Jersey, in 
1859. From 1861 to 1862 be was 
also pastor of tbe First Presbyterian 
Cburcb in New Brunswick, N. J. 
He resigned bis professorsbip in 
1863, when be became pastor of bis 
present cburcb (tbe Foujrtb Avenue 
Presbyterian), m New York From 
1870 to 1881, still retaining bis 
pastorate, be was Chancellor of tbe 
University of New York. He bas 
been prominent in philanthropic 
and reformatory measures, espe- 
cially in tbe temperance cause. 
He has published ''Lands of tbe 
Moslem^' (1850) ; an edition, with 
notes, of tbe " CEdipus Tyrannus 
(1851) ; "Notes on tbe New Testa- 
ment ” (1861) ; " Social Hints for 
Young Christians (1868) i " Bible 
Manual” (1869) , "Life of Jesus” 
(1870) ; "The Healthy Christian” 
(1871) j " Tlie Christian Preacher” 
(1880) ; " True Humanity of Christ” 
(1881) ; besides occasional sermons 
and addresses 

CEO SL AND, Mrs CAMiT.iiA, for- 
merly known under her maiden 
name CamiliiA ToitiiMin, bom in 
Aldermanbury, London, June 9, 
1812, is the daughter of a sobcitor, 
who died during her childhood, 
and grand-daughter of tbe emi- 
nent physician. Dr. ‘William Toul- 
min. A love of reading, and 
quickness of intellect, supplied the' 
place of a systematic course of 
training in tbe earlier years of her 
life j and having been by tbe death 
of her father, and afterwards by 
that of her brother, thrown entirely 
upon her own resources, she adopted 
literature as a profession Miss 
Toulmin began to write for maga- 
zmes, and tbe then popular Annuals, 
about the year 1838. Since that 
time she has contributed largely to 
periodicals; among which may be 
especially mentioned Qhamhm s*s and 


the People^s Jou7'naZ. She edited for 
some years tbe Ladies^ Companion 
and Monthly Magazine, and has pub- 
bshed the following works : " Lays 
and Legends illustrative of Engbsh 
Life " Partners for Life, a Clmist- 
mas Story " Stratagems, a Tale 
for Young People " Toil and Trial, 
a Story of London Life,^^ written at 
the suggestion of the Early Closing 
Association ; " Lydia, a Woman’s 
Book ;” " Stray Leaves from Shady 
Places " Memorable Women 
and " Bbldred, tbe Daughter.” In 
some of these books the themes 
selected by her are the trials of tbe 
poor, and the pobtical and social 
progress of tbe people, a subject to 
which Mrs Groslandwas one of tbe 
first to direct pubbc attention. In 
In 1848 she married Mr. Newton 
Crosland, a merchant of London, 
who bas contributed to various 
periodicals, and pubbshed in a 
separate form an essay on " Appa- 
ritions.” In April, 1854, 35Jrs. 
Crosland commenced tbe investiga- 
tion of those singular phenomena 
known as " spiritual,” and in 1857 
she published the result of her 
labours in a book entitled " Light 
in the Yalley : my Experiences of 
Spmtuabsm.” In May, 1862, she 
produced a novel entitled "Mrs. 
Blake,” and at Christinas, 1865, a 
fairy tale, " Tbe Island of the Eain- 
bow.” In 1871 she pubbshed " The 
Diamond Wedding; and other 
Poems in 1873 appeared her 
second novel, " Hubert Freeth’s 
Prosperity,” and in 1881 her 
"Stories of the City of London.” 
Mrs. Crosland bas written a number 
of part songs for Messrs Novello’s 
pubbcations. 

CEOSS, John Kynaston, M.P., 
eldest son of tbe late Mr. John 
Cross, of Gartside House, Bolton, by 
Hannah, only daughter of tbe late 
Mr. Eichard Kynaston, of Bolton, 
was bom in 1832. He is a cotton- 
spinner at Bolton, and has sat in 
the House of Commons for that 
borough, in the Eadical interest, 
since the general election of Feb.

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1874. In Jan. 1883, lie succeeded 
Lord Enfield as Under-Secretary of 
State for India 

CEOSS, The Eight Hon. Sib 
EICHA.BD Assheton, Gr C.B., M P., 
i^as born at Eed Scar, near Preston, 
May 30, 1S23, being the third son 
of the late William Cross, Esq., by 
Ellen, daughter of the late Edward 
Chaffers, Esq, He was educated at 
Eugby School and at Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge, where he took the 
degree of B A. in 1846. In 1849 he 
was called to the bar at the Inner 
Temple, and for several years he 
went the N" orthern Circuit. In 1852 
he married G-eorgiana, daughter of 
the late Thomas Lyon, Esq., of 
Appleton Hall, Warrington. He 
was elected M P. for Preston in the 
Conservative interest in March, 
1857j and continued to represent 
that borough till March, 1862. At 
the gener^ election of Dec., 1868, 
he came forward as a Conservative 
candidate for South-West Lanca- 
shire, in opposition to Mr. dad- 
stone, who had appealed to that 
constituency, and who had in seve- 
ral powerful speeches, addressed to 
large multitudes of the electors, 
endeavoured to gain their support 
to the cause on which he had staked 
the issue, viz , the Disestabhshment 
of the Irish Church. The election, 
which was attended with much ex- 
citement, and was watched with 
extraordmary interest throughout 
the kingdom, terminated as fol- 
lows:— For Mr. Cross (C.) 7,729, 
for Mr. Turner (C.) 7,676 j for Mr. 
Grladstone (L.) 7,416 ; for Mr. Gren- 
fell (L.) 6,939. At the general 
election of 1874, Mr. Cross was re- 
turned without opposition. On the 
formation of Mr. Disraeh's adminis- 
tration, Mr. Cross was appointed 
Secretary of State for the Home 
Department, Feb 21, 1874, on which 
day he was sworn of the Privy 
Council. He was elected a bencher 
of the Inner Temple in 1876, and 
the University of Cambridge con- 
ferred on him the honorary degree 
of LL.D., Oct. 24, 1878. He re- 


signed the seals of the Home De- 
partment when the Conservatives 
went out of ofS.oe in April, 1880. 
At that period he was created a 
GC.B. Sir E. Cross is a member 
of the Council on Education, and 
an Ecclesiastical Comimssioner for 
England ; a magistrate for Cheshire 
and Lancashire, a Deputy-Lieu- 
tenant for the latter county, and 
Chairman of the Lancashire Quarter 
Sessions.

He was a frequent 
contributor to the earlier volumes 
of Blaclcwood/s Magazine, one of the 
writers in the first Retrospective 
Review^ and occasionally assisted 
J. G Lockhart in biographical 
articles m the Quarterly Review. 
The peculiar department to which 
he has devoted himself is criticism 
and antiquarian and literary 
research. He is one of the few 
surviving friends of Charles Lamb. 
Mr. Crossley has been a member of 
the Philobiblon Society since its 
commencement. He was appomted 
president of the Chetham Society 
m 1848, which office he still holds, 
and he is also president of the more 
recently formed Eecord Society. He 
is the editor of " Pott's Discovery 
of Witches," " The Diary and Cor- 
respondence of Dr. John Worthing- 
ton," 2 vols., and " Heywood's Ob- 
servations in verse " in the Chetham 
series. Of the Spenser Society, 
which has produced a valuable 
series of volumes, he has been the 
President since its commencement. 
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BKs aid and assistance will be found 
to be acknowledged in very many 
of tbe works of literary research 
which have appeared dnnng the 
last fifty years. He is well faiown 
as an ardent book-collector, and has 
acciumilated a curious and exten- 
sive library . His residence is Stocks 
House, Cheetham, Manchester. 

CEO WE, Etbe, A.E.A., a histo- 
rical and genre painter, born in 
London in Oct., 1824, studied paint- 
ing in the atelier of Paul Del^oche 
at Paris. He went with that dis- 
tinguished artist and his other 
papils to Rome in 1844. Acting as 
amanuensis to Mr, W. M. Thackeray, 
he visited the United States in 
1852-3. He is an occasional In- 
spector of the Science and Art De- 
partment. Mr. Eyre Crowe was 
elected an Associate of the Eoyal 
Academy m April, 1876. He has

He was correspondent for the IZZits- 
trated Londoji ITcws in the Crimean 
war, and for the Times during the 
Franeo-Austrian war, and was at 
Solferino. He is now (1878) British 
Consul-Greneral at Dusseldorff He 
is the author, conjointly with Mr.

CEOWE, Mrs. {See Bateman.) 

CEQWTHEE, The Eight Eev. 
Samuel Ax>jai, D.D., Bishop of 
Higer Territory, is a native of 
Africa. His history, extending 
over sixty years or more, from a 
state of abject servitude to the 
episcopate, is a very romantic one. 
His original name was Adjai, and 
his family lived at Ochugu, in the 
Yorubu country, 100 miles inland 
from the Bight of Benin. In 1821 
he was carried off by the Eyo Ma- 
hometans, was exchanged for a 
horse, was again exchanged at Dah- 
dah and cruelly treated, was then 
again sold as a slave for some to- 
bacco, was captured by an English 
ship of war, and landed at Sierra 
Leone in 1822 He was baptised in 
1825, taking the names of the 
Evangelical vicar of Christ Church, 
Hewgate Street, Samuel Crowther. 
In 1829 he married Asano, a native 
girl, who had been taught in the 
same school with him. He was 
then for some years schoolmaster of 
Eegent’s Town, and subsequently 
accompanied the first Higer expedi- 
tion. Arrived in Englmd, he was 
sent to the Church Missionary Col- 
lege, Islington, and was ordained 
by the Bishop of London. In 1854 
he accompanied the second Higer 
Expedition, of which he wrote a 
very able account. He was after- 
wards an active clergyman at 
Akessa, translated the Bible into 
Yorubu, and undertook various 
other literary works of a religious 
character for the benefit of his 
X 2 
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African bretliren. He was conse- 
crated first Bisliop of Niger Terri- 
tory, West Africa, June 29, 1864. 
In May, 1880, tlie council of the 
PrOyal Geographical Society awarded 
a gold watch to Bishop Crowther 

in recognition of the services he 
has rendered to geography.’’^ 

CUBLIP, Mes. Annie Hall, 
was bom on Oct. 25, 1838, at Aid- 
borough, in Suffolk, where her 
father. Lieutenant George Thomas, 
held the position of officer in 
charge of a coast-guard station — at 
that time the position of a gentle- 
man. The family afterwards re- 
moved to Morston, in Norfolk, 
where Lieutenant Thomas served 
until the year before his death 
in Greenwich Hospital. Miss 
Annie Thomas was married in 1867 
to the Bev. Pender Hodge Cudlip

CULLUM, Geobge Washing- 
ton, bom m New York, Feb. 25, 
1812, graduated from the Military 


Academy at West Point in 1833, and 
was engaged for the next twenty- 
eight years in engineering labours 
and in instructing at West Point 
on practical military engmeering. 
During the civil war he was Chief 
of Staff to the General-in-Chief 
from Nov., 1861, to Sept., 1864, and 
Superintendent of the Military 
Academy, West Point, from Sept., 
1864, to Aug, 1866. From that 
time he was a member of the Board 
of Engineers for Fortifications, 
until he was placed on the retmed 
hst in 1874. At the time of his 
retirement he was Colonel and 
brevet Major-General in the regular 
army Besides numerous mihtary 
memoirs and reports, he has pub- 
lished "" Military Bridges with 
India - rubber Pontoons,” 1849 ; 
""Eegister of Officers and Gradu- 
ates of the U.S. Military Academy 
from 1802 to 1850,” 1850 , a trans- 
lation of Duparc’s ""Elements of 
Military Art and History, with 
Notes, &c ,” 1863 ; "" Systems of 
Military Bridges,” 1863 , a "" Bio- 
graphical Register of the Officers 
and Graduates of the U.S. Mihtary 
Academy,” 1868 (revised edition, 
1879) ; "" Campaigns of the War of 
1812 criticised,” 1880 , and contri- 
buted a number of articles to 
Johnson’s ""Universal Cyclopsedia” 
(1874-77). 

CUNNINGHAM, Major-Gene- 
RAL Alexander, C.S.I., of the 
Bengal Engineers, second son of 
Allan Cunningham, and brother to 
the late Captain J. I). Cunningham, 
author of the ""History of the 
Sikhs,” to Peter Cunningham, and 
to Colonel Francis Cunningham, 
was bom in John Street, Westmin- 
ster, Jan. 23, 1814, and educated at 
Christ’s Hospital, and at the Mili- 
tary College, Addiscombe He was 
appointed 2nd Lieutenant of En- 
gineers in 1831; Aide-de-camp to 
the Governor-General of India in 
1834; sent specially to Cashmere 
in 1839 ; Engineer to the King of 
Oudh in 1840 , head of a mission to 
Thibet, &c., in 1846; Chief En- 
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gineer of the North Western Pro- 
vinces in 1858 5 Archaeological Sur- 
veyor-General of India in 1870; 
Companion of the Star of India^ 
1871. General Cunningham is the 
author of many articles on anti- 
quarian subjects in the Journal of 
the Bengal Asiatic Society, and 
other periodicals; '^The Bhilsa 
Topes, or Buddhist Monuments of 
Central India," 1854; "An Essay 
on the Arian Order of Architec- 
ture," 1846 ; " Ladak, Physical, 
Statistical, and BIstorical," 1854; 
and voluminous official reports on 
the Antiquities of Northern Hindo- 
stan, which are now being re- 
printed by order of the Government 

of India. 

CTJNLIFFE-OWEN, Sra FaiJ?- 
cis Philip, K.C.M.G., C.B., C.I.E , 
is the youngest son of Captain 
Charles Cunl&ce-Owen, of the ]^yal 
Navy, by Mary, only daughter of 
the late Sir BCenry Blossett, some- 
time Chief Justice of Bengal. 
He was born in 1828. He was 
brought up for the navy, and 
entered the service at the age of 
twelve, but after being five years 
employed on the Mediterranean 
and other stations, was compelled 
to retire on account of ill-health. 
Shortly afterwards he obtained an 
appointment in the Science and 
Art Department, then established 
at Marlborough House, where his 
ability, quickness, and readiness of 
resource attracted the notice of his 
superiors, and recommended him 
to Sir Henry Cole. In 1855 he was 
appointed one of the superintend- 
ents of the Paris Exhibition. His 
energy there displayed led to his 
appointment two years later as 
Deputy-General Superintendent of 
the Museum at South Ke nsi ngton, 
where he was promoted, in 18^, to 
the post of Assistant-Director. In 
1862 he was appointed Director of 
the Foreign Sections of the second 
International Exhibition at Ken- 
sington, where he was continuously 
employed down to 1867, when he 
was again sent to Paris as Assistant 


Executive Commissioner, at the 
Exhibition of that year. In 1873 
was nominated Secretary of the 
Koyal British Commission at the 
great Exhibition at Yienna, under 
the immediate command of the 
Prince of Wales as president. At 
the close of this exhibition Mr. 
Cunliffe-Owen had conferred on 
him the Companionship of the 
Order of the Bath, and shortly 
afterwards he succeeded Sir Henry 
Cole in the directorship of the South 
Kensington Museum. He is a 
member of the Committee of Coun- 
cil on Education in the Science and 
Art Department. In 1875 he went 
to America as Executive Commis- 
sioner to the Centennial Exhibition 
held at Philadelphia, where he or- 
ganized the British section. In 
discharging the duties of the post 
which he held as the representative 
of this country at the Paris Exhi- 
bition of 1878 he won golden 
opinions; and in acknowledgment 
of his services he was created a 
Knight Commander of the Order 
of St. Michael and St. George, Oct. 
30, 1878. He was knighted by the 
Queen at Windsor, Nov. 27, 1878. 

CUECI, Cahlo Matiia, an Italian 
ecclesiastic, born about 1800, en- 
tered idle Society of Jesus, of which 
he soon became a distinguished 
ornament. Both as a pulpit orator 
and as a writer on theological sub- 
jects he acquired a high reputation 
throughout Italy. His name drew 
crow(fi to hear him when he 
preached, and he delivered dis- 
courses in nearly every city of the 
peninsula. Three times he was the 
Lent preacher before the Chapter 
of San Pietro in Yaticano, where 
Hus Holiness, Pope Pius IX., was 
wont occasionally to be present, 
privately, at his sermon. Father 
Curci also founded, and mainly set 
forward, the Civiltd QaUolxca. So 
highly did the late Pope esteem 
this periodical, that he provided 
for its permanent continuance, in 
Eome or elsewhere, under the 
management of the J esuits. Father

Oxirci was a contributor to tbe 
CiviltcL Qattolica during a period 
of sixteen years. In 1871 be was in 
bigb repute as tbe famous preacher 
in tbe great cburcb of tbe Gesu, 
in Eome, where crowds flocked to 
listen to bis fervent discourses. 
After that be retired to Florence^ 
and set himself, entirely of bis own 
accord, to preach and pubbsb bis 
lectures on “Tbe Four Gospels,^' 
published under tbe title of “Le- 
zioni esegeticbe e morali sopra i 
quattro Evangeli, dette in Firenze 
dal 1 Novembre, 1873, al 29 Giugno, 
1874,^^ 4 vols., Svo. At tbe same 
time be likewise pubbsbed a small 
volume of “Tbe Four Gospels,^^ 
with few and short notes. Father 
Curci gave utterance to opinions 
which were quite contrary to those 
generally entertained by bis col- 
leagues of tbe Society of Jesus re- 
specting tbe temporal power of tbe 
Sovereign Pontifl, and tbe result 
was that, in 1877, be was expelled 
from tbe Order. His peculiar 
views are given in a work published 
at Florence in Dec., 1877, under 
tbe title of “H moderno Dissidio 
tra la Cbiesa e lo Stato, considerato 
per occasione di un fatto parti- 
colare." (“ Tbe Modem Dissension 
between Cburcb and State, ex- 
amined on tbe occurrence of a 
personal matter.") In March, 1878, 
Father Curci wrote a letter from 
Florence to His Holiness, Pope Leo 
XIII , describing tbe unhappy posi- 
tion in which be was placed by 
bis recent conduct, and expressing 
a desire to offer a retraction of bis 
errors. To this letter, which ap- 
peared to be a first step towards 
a reconciliation, a kind reply was 
given. Encouraged by this. Father 
Curci wrote a second letter, making 
the largest offers of submission, 
declaring himself ready to make 
public reparation if necessary, and 
expressing a desbe, as private 
affairs called him to Pome, to make 
bis atonement in person He went 
to Eome, and had an interview 
with Cardinal Francbi, who pro- 


posed that Father Curci should see 
Professor Don Giuseppe Pecci, the 
Pope's brother, who bad formerly 
a long acquaintance and intimacy 
with Father Curci Tbe result of 
tbe interview with Father Pecci 
was a letter of retractation which 
appeared in all tbe journals ; but 
so many persons regarded this re- 
tractation as incomplete, and liable 
to misinterpretations, that tbe Holy 
Father was dissatisfied with it, and 
refused a private audience to Father 
Curci until be bad written a fresh 
recantation, in which be declared 
bis sincere intention to submit bis 
opinions and bis writings to tbe 
judgment of tbe Pope Father 
Curci has for some years been en- 
gaged on a translation of tbe Old 
Testament, with notes. It has 
proceeded as far as tbe Psalms, 
which were published at Eome in 
1883, with an introductory letter by 
Mgr. Scapaticci, reviser to tbe Vati- 
can, and with tbe formal approval 
of tbe ecclesiastical authorities. 

CDELIHG, Thomas Blizard, 
F.E S., born in Jan., 1811, and edu- 
cated at Manor-House, Chiswick, 
was appointed assistant-surgeon to 
tbe London Hospital in 1834, lec- 
turer on surgery in 1846, fuU sur- 
geon in 1819, examiner in surgery 
to tbe Dniversity of London in 
1859, and member of council of tbe 
College of Surgeons in 1864, and 
President in 1873. He became 
consulting surgeon to tbe London 
Orphan Asylum in 1849, a Fellow 
of tbe Eoyal Society in 1850, and 
was elected President of tbe Eoyal 
Medical and Cbirurgical Society m 
1871. He is tbe author of a treatise 
on tetanus, which gained tbe Jack- 
sonian prize in 1835 ; of a “ Prac- 
tical Treatise on Diseases of the 
Testis," published in 1843, and of 
“Observations on Disease of tbe 
Eectum," in 1851 Tbe two last- 
mentioned have reached a fourth 
edition. In Aug., 1869, be resigned 
tbe post of senior surgeon to tbe 
London Hospital, after a service of 
nearly thirty-six years, and in 1879

lie retired from the practice of his 
profession. 

CUEEEY, The Eev. George, 
D.D., Master of the Charterhouse, 
London, is the son of the late Eev 
James Currey', who was himself 
preacher to that institution. He 
was born in Charterhouse Square, 
April 7, 1816, and educated at Char- 
terhouse school, whence he removed 
to St. John^s College, Cambridge, 
of which society he became a 
scholar in 1834. The following i 
year he was appointed a Bella’s Uni- j 
versity Scholar, and in 1838 he j 
graduated B.A., being fourteenth j 
wrangler and fourth in the first j 
class of the Classical Tripos ; he , 
was elected a fellow of his college : 
in 1839 ; appointed Lecturer in ; 
1840 ; Tutor in 1844 ; Whitehall , 
Preacher in 1845 ; Hulsean Lecturer I 
in 1851 and 1852 ; Boyle’s Lee- ' 
turer in 1851 ; Preacher of the i 
Charterhouse in 1849 ; and Master ' 
of the Charterhouse, Jan. 17, 1871. | 
He was appointed one of the I 
Examining Chaplains to the Bishop | 
of Eoehester,May,1877. Dr.Currey 1 
has published the '^Hulsean Lec- 
tures ” for 1851 and 1852 j and 
edited Tertulliani de Spectaculis, 
de Idololatria et de Corond Militis,” 
Cambridge, 1854; a commentary 
on Ezekiel in the ‘‘ Speaker’s Com- 
mentary ; and Commentaries on 
Ecclesiastes and the Eevelations in 
" S. P. C. K Commentary.” 

CUETIS, George Ticknor, bom j 
at Watertown, Massachusetts, Hov. [ 
28, 1812. He graduated at Harvard ’ 
College in 1832, was admitted to 
the bar in 1836, practised law in 
Boston till 1862, when he removed 
to Hew York. Durii^his residence 
in Boston he served for several 
terms in the Massachusetts Legis- 
lature. He also held the office of 
United States Commissioner, and 
in tMs capacity, in 1851, returned 
to his master a fugitive slave, named 
Thomas Sims, for which act he was 
sharply censured by the aboli- 
tionists He has made valuable 
contributions to legal literature; 


among which are : Eights and 
I Duties of American Seamen” 
(1S44) , “ The Law of Copyright ” 
(1S47) ; The Law of Patents ” 
(1849, 4th edition, 1873) , Com- 
mentaries on the Jurisprudence, 
Practice, and Peculiar Jurisdiction 
of the Courts of the United States” 
(2 vols., 1854-58) ; and Equity 
Precedents” (1859). He has also 
written a ''Life of Daniel Web- 
ster ” (2 vols., 1855-58) ; " History 
of the Origin, Formation, and 
Adoption of the Constitution of the 
United States ” (2 vols., 1855-58) ; 
"Last Years of Daniel Webster” 
(1878) ; and a Memoir of his father. 
Judge Curtis (1879). 

CUETIS, George Welliam, 
LL.D., bom at Providence, Ehode 
Island, Feb. 24, 1824. After leaving 
school, he was for a year a clerk in 
a mercantile house in New York, 
and in 1842 was placed, together 
with an elder brother, at the Brook 
Farm Socialistic Listitution in 
Eoxbury, Massachusetts, where 
they remained about eighteen 
months, when they were tranSerred 
to a farm in Concord, where they 
remained another eighteen months. 
In 1846 he went to Europe, residing 
mainly at Berlin and Eome, and 
subsequently visiting Eg3qot and 
Syria Eetuming to America in 
1850, he published " Nile Notes of 
a Howadji,” being sketches of his 
ohservations in Egypt. This was 
followed in 1852 by " The Howadji 
in Syria.” In the meantime he 
had connected himself with the 
'New York Tribune newspaper, and 
had become one of the editors of 
Putnam’s Monthly. The failure of 
this magazine (in the ownership of 
which he was a sx)ecial partner), in 
1857, involved Mr. Curtis in fiimn- 
cial difficulties from which he was 
fifteen years in clearing himself. 
He lectured on social and aesthetic 
topics throughout the country, and 
became a regular contributor to 
Harper’s Magazine, to which, be- 
sides many occasional articles, he 
has fum^ed a monthly paper

under the general title of the 

Editor's Easy Chair/' since 1858 
In 1857 Sarper^s Weekly, an illus- 
trated journal, was established, 
and Mr. Curtis soon became its 
principal editor. When the Civil 
War broke out this journal took a 
decided political tone, and became 
an influential organ of the Eepub- 
lican party. In the canvas of 1868 
he was made a presidential elector 
on the Republican ticket, and 
warmly supported the election of 
President Grant, who in 1871 ap- 
pointed him a member of the 
Commission to frame rules for the 
regulation of the civil service. He, 
however, opposed the candidature of 
President Grant for a third term, 
both in 1876 and in 1880, and has 
been a prominent leader of that 
wing of the Republican party which 
secured the nomination of Mr. 
Hayes and of Mr. Gtirfield. During 
the recent agitation for a reform 
in the civil service Mr. Curtis has 
vigorously supported the movement. 
He was in 1867 elected a delegate 
to the Convention for revising the 
Constitution of the State of Hew 
York; and in the same year was 
appointed one of the Regents of 
the University of that State — a 
body which has the general super- 
vision of the higher grades of insti- 
tutions for pubHc instruction He 
has published the following works, 
all made up of previous contribu- 
tions to various periodicals . "Lotus 
Eating," a series of newspaper 
letters from watering-places, 1852 , 
" The Potiphar Papers," 1853 ; 
" Prue and I,” 1856 ,* and "Trumps," 
1862. 

OIJRTITJS, Ernst, a German 
Hellenist, born at Lubeck, Sept. 2, 
1814, after a preliminary training 
in the college of his native town, 
pursued his studies at the univer- 
sities of Bonn, Gottingen, and 
Berlin, and in 1837 visited Athens 
in company with Professor Brandis 
in order to commence at head- 
quarters his researches into Greek 
antiquities. Subsequently he ac- , 


companied Ottfried Muller in his 
archseological expedition to the 
Peloponnesus , and on the decease 
of that eminent scholar in 1840, he 
returned to his native country; 
was created Doctor by the Univer- 
sity of Halle ; taught for some time 
in the colleges of Berlin, became 
Professor EsSraordinary there , and 
was appointed tutor to Prmce 
Frederick William, son of the 
present Emperor of Germany. In 
1856 he succeeded Hermann as 
Professor at Gottingen. He went 
to Athens, to undertake excavations 
at Olympia in April, 1864. Profes- 
sor Cui'tius's works all relate to 
Greek antiquities The best known 
IS his " History of Greece," which 
has been ably translated into Eno-- 
lish by A. W. Ward, M A., 5 vols , 
1868-74. 

CDRTIDS, George, brother of 
Professor Ernst Curtins, was boni 
at Lubeck in 1820, and studied 
philology at Bonn and Berlin. His 
first appointment was as tutor in 
Blochmann's Institute at Dresden 
In 1845 he became private docent 
in the Dniversity of Berlin, and in 
1849 Professor of Classical Philo- 
logy in the University of Prague. 
Doctor George Curtius has written 
"Comparative Grammar in its rela- 
tion to Classical Philology," 1845, 
2nd edit., 1848 , " Contributions 
from Comparative Linguistics to 
the Grammar of the Greek and 
Latin Languages," 1846 ; " School 
Grammar of the Greek Language," 
1862, which had passed through six 
editions in 1864, and which has been 
edited in English by Dr. William 
Smith ; "Indications on the Present 
State of the Homeric Question," 
1854 ; A First Greek Course," and 
"Principles of Greek Etymology, 
translated by Augustus S. Wilkins, 
M.A., and Edwin B England, 
M.A. " 1878. 

CUST, The Very Rev Arthur 
Perceval Pursy, D.D., Dean of 
York, is the only surviving son of 
the late Hon. William Cust, by 
Sophia, daughter of the late Mr. 
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Thomas Newnham, of South- 
horoughj Kent, and grandson of the 
first Lord Brownlow, and he was 
horn in Eeh. 1828. He was edu- 
cated at Brasenose College, Oxford, 
where he took his hachelor^s degree 
in Easter Term, 1850, and was 
afterwards Eellow of AU Souls’, 
where he graduated M.A. in 1854. 
He was ordained deacon hy the 
Bishop of Oxford (Dr. Wilberforce) 
in 1851, and was admitted into 
priest’s orders by the Bishop of 
Eochester (Dr. Murray) in the fol- 
lowing year. He was successively 
curate of Horthchurch, Hertford- 
shire, and rector of Cheddington, 
Bucldnghamshire, from 1853 to 
1862, when he was appointed vicar 
of St. Mary’s, Eeading. He was 
subsequently appointed Eural Dean 
of Beading, and succeeded the Yen. 
Edward Bickersteth in the Vicarage 
of Aylesbury, in 1875, but resigned 
that living in the following year, 
on bemg made Archdeacon of 
Buckingham. He was also ap- 
pointed an Honorary Canon of 
Christ Church in 1874. In Eeb., 
1880, he was nominated by the 
Crown, on the recommendation of 
Lord Beaconsfield, to the Deanery 
of York, vacant by the death of the 
Hon. Augustus Duncombe. He 
married in 1854 Lady Emma Bess 
Bligh, younger daughter of the 
late, and sister of the present, Earl 
of Daml ey. 

CTTYELIEE-FLEITEY, Alfeed- 
Atjguste, author, bom in 1802, 
studied at the College of Louis-le- 
Grand, and obtained the prize of 
honour for rhetoric in 1819. For ten 
years he was secretary to Louis 
Bonaparte, King of Holland, whose 
exile he shared at Borne and 
Florence, and upon his return to 
France was appointed director of 
studies at the College of Sainte- 
Barbe. In 1827 Louis-PhiHppe 
intrusted to him the education of 
the young Due d’Aumale. In 1834 
he commenced writing for the 
Journal des Dehats, maintaining 
the cause of the monarchy of July; 


was created officer of the Legion of 
Honour, April 29, 1845 , and unsuc- 
cessfully presented himself for the 
suffrages of the electors of Gueret in 
1846. The revolution of Feb , 1S4S, 
and subsequent events, did not 
change his opinions, and he remained 
one of the principal editors of the 
Debats until 1860 A number of his 
articles have been collected under 
the following titles . — " Portraits 
Politiques et Bevolutionnaires,” 
published in 1851; "Etudes Histo- 
riques et Litteraires,” in 1854 ; 

Nouvelles fitudes,” in 1855 ; 
" Voyages et Voyageurs,” in 1854-6 ; 
"Derni^res Etudes Historiques et 
Litteraires,” in 1859 ; " Bistoriens, 
Poetes, et Bomanciers,” in 1863; 
‘■^Etudes et Portraits,” 2 vols., 
1865-68 ; and "Posthumes et Eeve- 
nants,” 1879. He was elected a 
member of the French Academy in 
1866. 

CZACKI, Bjs Eminence Vladi- 
mir, Cardinal-Priest of the Holy 
Boman Church, was born in 1834. 
He is by birth a Pole, though of 
Hui^arian or^, and is of a noble 
family. He is a nephew of the 
Princess Odescalchi, and heir to her 
great estates ; in her palace at 
Borne he has passed a great part of 
his life. His brother, who married 
a Princess Sapieha, is a wealthy 
landowner in the Ukraine, and he 
is connected with such great fami- 
lies as those of Bi*anic£, Potocki, 
and Badziwill. At a very early age 
he was taken to Borne. From Ins 
earliest childhood his health was 
feeble, and an accident in his youth 
left him slightly lame. Not until 
the close of Pius IX.’s long reign 
did the young prelate begin to come 
into public notice^ at the Boman 
Court. When Cardinal AntoneUi 
divided 'the Secretary of State’s 
department into two great branches 
he gave the ^‘’ecclesiastical affairs ” 
into the charge of Mgr. Czacki, 
who soon came to be known as one 
of the ablest diplomatists at the 
Vatican, and as a man of wide 
literary culture and attainments. 
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TJnder Cardinal Simeoni's adminis- 
tration Mgr. Czacki rose into greater 
prominence, and h.e continued to 
grow in favour under Eranclu and 
Nina, until it became customary 
for the Pope to send for him and 
consult and work with him daily as 
if he had really held the Secretary's 
portfolio. He was intimately con- 
nected with the negotiations with 
C-ermany, and had a prominent 
part in settling the Catholic Uni- 
versity question with Prance, and 
in the correspondence with Russia 
concerning the Polish Catholics. 
In October, 1879, Mgr. Czacki was 
sent as Apostolic Nuncio to Paris, 
in succession to Mgr. Meglia, and 
was consecrated Archbishop of 
Salamis, in partihus injidelium. His 
task at Paris was a difficult one, 
with the Republican element grow- 
ing more and more anti-clerical 
daily, but he discharged it with 
equal zeal and dexterity. He was 
created a Cardinal-Priest by Pope 
Leo XIII. in a consistory held at 
the Yatican, Sept 25, 1882, and was 
invested with the Cardmal's hat by 
M. Gr^vy, President of the Prench 
Republic, at the Elysee, Paris, on 
Oct. 4. Cardinal Czacki was suc- 
ceeded in his nunciature by Mgr. 
Rende, Archbishop of Benevento.

B ACRES, General Sir Richard 
James, G.C.B., is a son of the late 
Yice-Admiral Sir Richard Bacres, 
G.C.H., by Martha, daughter of 
Mr. J. Phillips Milligan. He was 
bom in 1799, and educated at the 
Royal Military Academy, W oolwich 
In 1817 he entered the Royal Artil- 
lery. He became colonel and major- 
general in 1855, colonel-command- 
ant, R.H.A., and lieutenant-general 
in 1864, general in 1868, and was 
placed on the retired list in 1877. 
General Bacres is “ Master Gun- 
ner," or senior artillery officer 
of England." He served through- 
out the Crimean campaign, mclud- 


ing the battles of Alma and Inker- 
man, and commanded the Artillery 
from the last-mentioned battle to 
the end of the war. In 1856 he was 
appointed commander of Artillery 
in Ireland, and from 1859 to 1865 
he was commandant at Woolwich. 
He was nominated a Knight Com- 
mander of the Order of the Bath in 
1855, and also a Commander of the 
Sardiman Order of Savoy and a 
Commander of the Legion of Honour 
for his services in command of the 
Artillery at the capture of Sebas- 
topol In July, 1881, he was nomi- 
nated to the post of Constable of 
the Tower, and appointed Lieu- 
tenant and Gustos Rotulorum of 
the Tower Hamlets, in the room of 
General Sir William Penwick Wil- 
liams of Kars, resigned. General 
Bacres married, in 1840, Panny, 
daughter of Mr. H. Phillips Thomas, 
of Mottingham, Kent 
BACRES, Admiral Sir Sydney 
C oLROYS, G.C.B , son of the late 
Yice-Admiral Sir Richard Bacres, 
and brother of General Sir Richard 
James Bacres, Constable of the 
Tower of London, was born at 
Totnes, Bevonshire, in 1805, and 
educated at the Naval College at 
Portsmouth . He entered the Royal 
Navy in 1817, and in 1827, when 
lieutenant on board the Blonde^ he 
was sent ashore with four cannons 
and a division of seamen, and ren- 
dered valuable assistance to the 
Prench army in the Morea under 
Marshal Maison. Appointed a Com- 
mander in 1834, he cruised on the 
Spanish coast in the Salamander for 
several years during the Carhst war, 
and in 1840 was made captain of 
that vessel. At the time of the 
Crimean war he was flag-captain to 
Sir Charles Napier. He received 
the command of the Sans Pareil, a 
vessel in the fleet of Sir B. Bundas, 
and greatly distinguished himself 
before Odessa and Sebastopol, where 
his ship was riddled with cannon- 
balls. He was made Rear-Admiral 
in 1858, and subsequently he served 
as an admiral in the Mediterranean, 
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West Indies and Channel squadrons. 
In June^ 1866^ he was appointed 
Second Naval Lord of the Admiralty 
under Lord Derby’s Administration. 
In December, 1868, on the Conser- 
vative G-overnment retiring from 
office, and Mr. Childers being ap- 
pointed First Lord of the Admiralty, 
Sir Sydney Dacres was made First 
Naval Lord, and he held that post 
tiU November, 1872, when he vacated 
it on his appointment as Visitor and 
Governor of Greenwich Hospital. 
He became a full Admiral in 1870, 
and was created a G.C.B. in May, 
1871. Admiral Sir Sydney Dacres 
is a Commander of the Frenda 
Legion of Honour j and has received 
the Order of the Redeemer of Greece, 
the Crimean medal with two clasps, 
the Turldsh Order of the Medjidie 
of the third class, and the Portu- 
guese Order of the Tower and Sword. 

D’ALBEET, Charles, musical 
composer, son of a captain of cavalry 
in the French army, born at a vil- 
lage near Hamburg, in 1815, after 
his father’s death, was brought by 
his mother to England, where his 
musical talents attracted the notice 
of Halkbrenner, whose pupil he be- 
came, and under whose instructions 
he gained an acquaintance with the 
cla&cal works of the great masters. 
He afterwards attended at the Aca- 
demie Eoyale, Paris, where he 
studied music and dancing to such 
good purpose, that he was appointed 
mattre de ballet and first d^cer at 
Covent Garden Theatre, but aban- 
doned the stage, and established 
himself as a teacher of music, and 
as a composer. His success is proved 
by the ^pularity of the dance- 
music which he has composed, each 
piece having a distinct individuality, 
suggestive of the subject of the title. 
'' The Peri,” “ Faust,” " Haunt of 
Fairies,’^ " Queen of the Ball,” and 

Lily of the Valley,” waltzes ; the 
^‘Sultan’s,” ^^The Bridal,” ‘^'He- 
lena,” Coquette,” " Isabelle,” 
"King Pippin,” and "Soldier’s” 
j^lkas; "The Express” and "Pe- 
ILssier ” galops, and other composi- 


tions too numerous to mention, are 
great favourites with the public. 

DALE, Egbert William, M A , 
an Independent minister, born ifL 
London, Dec. 1, 1829, was educated 
at Spring BLU College, Birmingham, 
and graduated M.A at the Univer- 
sity of London in 1853. He com- 
menced his ministry at Carr’s Lane 
(Congregational) Church, Birming- 
ham, in June, 1853. At fii*st he 
was co-pastor with the late John 
Angell James, on whose death he 
succeeded to the full charge of that 
well-known place of worship. Mr. 
Dale was chairman of the Congre- 
gational Union of England and 
Wales, 1868-9. For seven years he 
edited the Congregatiomdist, and is 
the author of " Discourses on Spe- 
cial Occasions;” "Week-day Ser- 
mons ; ” a " Life of the Eev. J. A. 
James ; ” Discourses on the Epistles 
to the Hebrews;” "The Ten Com- 
mandments ; ” "The Ultimate Prin- 
ciple of Protestantism;” "The 
Atonement: a Series of Lectures 
prepared at the request of the Con- 
gregational Union of England and 
Wales;” ‘^The Evangelical Eevi- 
val;” "Lectures on the Epistle to 
the Ephesians;” and articles m the 
British Quarterly, Nineteenth Cen-^ 
tury. Fortnightly, and Contemporary 
Review, He has also edited a trans- 
lation of " Eeuss on the Theology of 
the Apostolic Age.” In 1877 he de- 
livered a series of lectures on Preach- 
ing at Yale College, Connecticut, 
being the first Englishman ap- 
pointed to the Lyman Beecher lec- 
tureship; and in the same year 
received from Yale the degree of 
D.D. The lectures have since been 
published both in England and 
America. Mr. Dale has taken an 
active part in Nonconformist con- 
troversies, and m liberal political 
movements. He was formerly Vice- 
Chairman of the Birmingham School 
Board, and has been appointed by 
the Senate of the University of 
London Governor of King Edward 
VT.’s School, Birmingham. 

DALHOUSIE (Earl op). The 
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Eig^ht Hon. John William Eam- 
SATj K.T., is the eldest surviving 
son of G-eorge Maule Eamsay, the 
12th Earl, by Sarah Frances, only 
daughter of the late Mr. WiUiam 
Eobertson, of Logan House, N.B , 
and was born in 1817. He was 
educated at Balliol College, Oxford. 
He was appointed a lieutenant, 
E.N., in 1867, was promoted to the 
rank of commander in 1874, and 
was Equerry to the Duke of Edin- 
burgh from 1874 to 1876, when he 
became an extra Equerry. He was 
commander of the Britannia from 
1877 to 1879. As Lord Eamsay he 
unsuccessfully contested Liverpool 
in the Liberal interest on the death 
of Mr. Torr, in February, 1880, but 
was returned at the general elec- 
tion shortly afterwards j he, how- 
ever, vacated his seat in August of 
the same year on his succession to 
the peerage. His Lordship, who 
was appointed a Lord-in-Waiting 
in 1880, sits in the Upper House as 
Lord Eamsay in the Peerage of the 
Umted Kingdom, which title was 
conferred upon his father in 1876. 
In Nov. 1881 he was nominated to 
fill the vacancy in the roll of the 
Knights of the Thistle caused by 
the death of the Earl of Airlie 
Lord Dalhousie married m 1877 
Lady Ida Louise Bennet, youngest 
daughter of the Earl of Tanker- 
ville. 

DALTON, John Gall, M.D., 
born at Chelmsford, Massachusetts, 
Feb. 2, 1825. He graduated in arts 
at Harvard College in 1844, and in 
medicine in 1847. In 1851 he 
received the prize offered by the 
American Medical Association for 
his '^iEssay on the Corpus Luteum.'*' 
In 1859 he published his “ Treatise 
on Human Physiology,” of which 
the seventh edition appeared in 
1882. In the civil war he was Sur- 
geon of the United States Yolun- 
teers, and for a time Medical 
Inspector for the Department of 
the South. He has been for many 
years Professor of Physiology in 
the New York College of Physi- 


cians and Surgeons. In 1868 he 
published a Treatise on Physio- 
logy and Hygiene for Schools, 
Families, and Colleges,” and in 
1882, "The Experimental Method 
of Medicine.” He has also pub- 
lished many papers and memoirs 
in the medical reviews and jour- 
nals j and he was a prominent 
scientific contributor to the J merican 
Cyclopoedia (1873-76), and to John- 
son’s " Universal Cyclopaedia ” 
(1874-77). 

DANA, Charles Anderson, born 
at Hinsdale, New Hampshire, Aug 8, 
1819. He entered Harvard College 
in 1839, but remained there only 
two years. In 1842 he became a' 
member of the Brook Farm com- 
munity, m Eoxbury, Massachu- 
setts, and remamed there tiU 1844. 
He next edited, in connection with 
G-eorge Eipley, Parke Godwin, and 
John S, Dwight, The Harlinger, a 
weekly journal, devoted to social 
reform and general literature 
(1844-47) . In 1847 be became con- 
nected with the New TorTc Tribune, 
and was for four or five years 
managing editor, until the autumn 
of 1861. In 1855, in connection 
with Mr. G-eorge Eipley, he pro- 
jected Appleton’s "American Cy- 
clopaedia,” in 16 vols., of which 
they were the responsible editors, 
to its completion in 1863, as also of 
the revised edition (1873-77). "The 
Household Book of Poetry” was 
compiled and published by him in 
1858 j and in 1868, in conjunction 
with J. H. Wilson, he issued a 
"Life of U. S. Grant j” and in 
1872, in conj'tmction with F C. 
Bowman, " The Household Book of 
Songs.” From 1862 to 1865 he was 
in Government service, durmg the 
last two years as Assistant-Secre- 
tary of War. About the beginning 
of 1866 he became editor of the 
Chicago Republican, a daily paper, 
published in Chicago, Illinois ; but 
in 1868 purchased an interest in 
the New Torh Sun, a daily paper, 
of which he has since been the 
editor. 
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DANA, James Dwight, LL,D., 
born at Utica, New York, Feb. 12, 
1813. He graduated at Yale Col- 
lege in 1833, and was teacher of 
mathematics in the United States 
navy from 1833 to 1835. In 1835 
and 1836 he was assistant to Pro- 
fessor Silliman in chemistry, geo- 
&c., at Yale College. Li Dec. 
1836, he was appointed mineralogist 
and geologist to the U. S. explor- 
ing expedition, under Commodore 
Wilkes, and accompanied it durii^ 
its whole tour, returning home in 
1842. In 1837 he pubHshed his 
work on Mineralogy,^^ which has 
since passed through many edi- 
tions, and to which two appendices 
in separate volumes have been 
added, bringing the work down to 
1882. Since 1846 he has been one 
of the editors of the Amencan Jour- 
ndH of Scimce. He prepared three 
voluminous reports of his observa- 
tions on the expedition, with their 
accompanying atlases of figures, 
describing many new species, and 
some new geological formations 
which he had discovered. These 
reports were " On llie Zoophytes 
(1846) ; " On the Geology of the 
Pacific ” (1849) ; " On Cr^tacea ” 
(1852-54). In 1855 he became Pro- 
fessor of Natural History and Geo- 
logy in Yale College, a position 
which he still holds. He is a 
member of many learned societies 
in Europe, and in 1872 received the 
Woolla^on gold medal of the Geo- 
logical Society of London. The 
Copley medal of the Eoyal Society 
of London was awarded to him in 
Nov. 1877. Among his more popular 
works are: ‘^Manual of Geology 
(1862), 3rd edition (1880) ; “ Text 
Book of Geolcgy (1864) ; " Corals 
and the Coral Islands ” (1872) j 
and Geological Story briefiy Told,” 
1875. 

DABIMON, Alfred, journalist, 
born at Lille, Dec. 17, 1819, after 
finishing his studies, commenced 
his literary career in 1840, by the 
publication of some letters on the 
Archaeology of Flanders in the 


Bevue du Nord. In 1848 he was 
one of the principal editors of the 
Peujple, founded by M. Proudhon, 
and when that journal ceased to 
appear, became editor in chief, first 
of La Voix du Peuple, and after- 
wards of Le Peitple, 1850. Since 
1854 M. Darimon has contributed to 
La Presse numerous articles relat- 
ing to finance^ and in 1857 pub- 
lished a work entitled " De la Ee- 
forme Banquiere.” He was candi- 
date, in the democratic interest, 
for Paris, at the election of 1857, 
was elected by a considerable ma- 
jority, and re-elected m 1863. M. 
Darimon stood aloof from his for- 
mer political alhes since 1864, and 
eventually became a supporter of 
the Government, the result being 
that he dared not present himself 
again to his constituents at the 
general election in 1869. In Nov. 
1869, he was appointed French 
consul at Eotterdam. 

DAELEY, Felix, 0. C., bom at 
Philadelphia, June 23, 1822. While 
a clerk in a mercantile house, he 
produced some humorous sketches, 
which were so highly praised that 
he was encourag^ to devote him- 
self to art as a profession, making 
drawings for engravers his spe- 
ciality. His illustrations for books 
and periodicals are almost innumer- 
able. For the works of James Feni- 
more Cooper alone they number 
more than 500. He has also made 
many large and highly-finished 
drawings, which when reduced ap- 
pear on bank-notes and Guvem- 
ment bonds, and has produced 
many outline illustrations on stone. 
Among these are the series illus- 
trating Judd^s "Margaret,” and 
Irving’s "Eip Yan Winkle” and 
"Legend of Sleepy Hollow.” In 
1852 he was made an Academician, 
and he was one of the early mem- 
bers of the Water Colour Society. 
He exhibits annually, but his work 
is almost exclusively in black and 
white. The more notable of his 
later works are Puritans sur- 
prised by Indians,” "The School- 
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"boy,” March, to the Sea/^ 

''The Sheepfold/" "Feeding the 
Pets,” "Mount Desert,” and "A 
Cold Snack.” Ahont 1864 he began 
a long sojoTim in Europe, and on 
his return in 1868 put forth 
"Sketches Abroad, with Pen and 
Pencil.” He resides at Claymont, 
Delaware. 

DARLET, The Eight Eev. 
John Bichabd, Bishop of Kilmore, 
Elphin, and Ardagh, was born in 
hTov. 1799, at Fairfield, co. Mona- 
ghan, Ireland. After aprehminary 
training at the Eoyal School of Dun- 
gannon, he entered Trinity College, 
Dublin, in 1816. He obtained 
several scientific, classical, theo- 
logical, and Hebrew prizes during 
his undergraduate course ; was ap- 
pointed to a classical scholarship in 
1819 ; and graduated B.A. in 1821, 
and M.A. in 1827. In 1826 he took 
holy orders, and the same year was 
appointed head master of the en- 
dowed grammar-school at Dundalk. 
He became head master of ^the 
Eoyal School of Dungannon in 1831 j 
rector of Drumgoon (Coolehill), in 
the diocese of Kilmore, in 1850; 
and Archdeacon of Ardagh, and 
rector of Templemichael, co. Long- 
ford, in 1866. On Sept. 23, 1874, 
he was elected Bishop of Kilmore, 
Elphin, and Ardagh, being the 
second prelate elected to the epis- 
copal dignity since the disestablish- 
ment of the Irish Church. His 
consecration took place on Oct. 25. 
Bishop Darley is a divine of the 
most distinct " Evangelical ” prin- 
ciples, and prior to his elevation to 
the episcopate was distinguished by 
his efforts to reunite the Primitive 
Methodists in Ireland with the 
Protestant Episcopal Church. He 
has published a " Treatise on 
Homer,” 1839 ; and " The Grecian 
Drama : a treatise on the Dramatic 
Literature of the Greeks,” 1810. 

DAED (Cokte) Napoleon, a 
French statesman and ex-peer of 
France, born at Paris, June 11, 
1807, son of the celebrated historian 
of the First Empire, and godson of 


Napoleon I. and the Empress Jose- 
phine. After a suitable education 
at the Lyceum of Louis-le-Grand 
and the Polytechnic School, he 
entered the artillery, and served 
for some time in Algeria ; but in 
1847 he finally retired from the 
army, in which he had attained the 
rank of captain In 1832 he entered 
the Chamber of Peers by hereditary 
right, and was an ardent supporter 
of the monarchy of July. He was 
an active member of the Chamber, 
took part in most of its discussions, 
and was an earnest, promoter, both 
in its committees and in the tribune, 
of measures relating to public works. 
In a well-written treatise, " Des 
Chemins de Fer,” published in 
1843, he showed the application 
and consequences of the law of 
June 11, 1842; and he likewise 
drew up many important reports 
on subjects of political economy. 
After the revolution of February, 
Count Daru gave his adhesion to 
•Uae new Government, and was twice 
elected by considerable majorities 
for the department of La Manche. 
He took a prominent part in the 
debates of the Constituent Assem- 
bly, and was elected Vice-President 
of the Legislative Assembly for 
1850 and 1851. After the coi6p 
d^dtat he retired into private life, 
but continued to be among the 
most consistent enemies of the 
Second Empire, and a staunch 
adherent of the Orleans family. 
He emerged from his retirement in 
May, 1869, when he was elected a 
member of the Corps Legislatif by 
16,086 votes, against 15,809 recorded 
in favour of M. de Tocqueville, the 
official candidate. Recognised as 
one of the leaders of the new Liberal 
"Tiers Parti,” he was, in Dec., 
1869, elected Vice-President of the 
Chamber, and in Jan., 1870, ap- 
pointed Minister for Foreign Affairs 
in M. Ollivier^s short-lived ad- 
ministration. Count Daru incurred 
no mconsiderable amount of un- 
popularity by his in 3 udioious 
meddling in the matters discussed 
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in tlie (Ecumenical Council of the 
Vatican. When the Emperor 
determined on submitting the new 
sinatus consulte to be ratified by a 
plebiscite, Count Daru tendered his 
resignation, which was accepted 
(April 13, 1870). After the early 
disasters in the war against Ger- 
many, he was appointed a member 
of the Committee of Defence, and 
subsequently he withdrew to his 
department of La Manche, where 
he devoted himself heart and soul 
to the task of organising forces to 
oppose the invader. Thus he gained 
such popularity, that at the elec- 
tions of Eeb., 1871, he was sent by 
the department, at the head of the 
poll, to the National Assembly, 
where he voted with the Eight 
Centre. In 1873 he was one of the 
commission of nine who undertook 
the difficult task of re-establishing 
the Legitimate Monarchy in Prance. 
On Jan. 30, 1876, he was elected a 
Senator of the department of La 
Manche, as a candidate of the Con- 
servative Union. His term of 
office expired in Jan., 1879. He 
then failed to secure his re-election, 
and retired into private life. He 
was nominated an officer of the 
Legion of Honour in 1840, and 
elected a member of the Academy 
of Moral and Political Sciences in 
1860. 

DAE WIN, Geoboe Howabd, 
M.A., P.E.S.j is an elder son of the 
late Charles Darwin. He was bom 
in 1846, and in Oct. 1864, commenced 
residence at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, and was elected a scholar. 
He graduated in the Mathematical 
Tripos of 1868 as Second Wrangler, 
and was subsequently awarded the 
Second Smith's prize, Mr. W. P. 
Moulton, of St. John's, being his 
successful rival as Senior Wrangler 
and Pirst Smith's Prizeman. Mr. 
Darwin was elected to a Pellowship 
at Trinity College in Oct. 1868. 
He left Cambridge and studied for 
the bar, and wa^ called at Lincoln's 
Inn, April 30, 1872, but he never pur- | 
sued file profession of the law, and I 


in 1873 he returned to Cambridge. 
In the -winter of 1870-1 he took part 
in the Echpse Expedition to Sicily, 
but in consequence of the unfavour- 
able weather no observation could 
be made. In 1879 he was elected 
a Pellow of the Eoyal Society, hav- 
ing three years previously made 
his first contribution to its Trans- 
actions by a paper “On the in- 
fluence of geological changes on the 
earth's axis of rotation." This was 
followed by several other contribu- 
tions, many of them attracting 
great notice in the scientific world, 
especially one read in Dec. 1878, 
“On the remote history of the 
Earth." Since 1875 Mr. Darwin 
has been principally occupied with 
mathematical and physical investi- 
gations connected with the study 
of astronomy, and since 1877 
the greater part of his labour has 
been directed to an investigation 
in physical astronomy, the results 
of which have been published in 
the Philosophical Transactions of 
the Eoyal Society. He has also 
been engaged, in conjunction with 
Mr. P. Darwin, his brother, in ex- 
perimental work at the Cavendish 
Laboratory, Cambridge, the results 
of which were communicated to the 
British Association at its meetings 
at York and Southampton. At the 
meeting of the British Association 
in 1882 he was, in conjunction with 
Professor Adams, appointed to act 
on a committee for the revision of 
the method of harmonic analysis of 
tidal observation, and in the same 
year he was engaged in assisting 
Sir William Thomson in the 
preparation of the second part of 
the new edition of “ Thomson and 
Tait's Natural Philosophy " On 
Jan. 16, 1883, he was elect^ to the 
Plumian Professorship of Astronomy 
and Experimental Philosophy at 
Cambridge, vacant by the death of 
the Eev. James Challis, M. A , P.E S. 
In addition to the works above enu- 
merated, Professor Darwin is a fre- 
quent contributor to Nature and 
other scientific periodicals. 
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DASENT, Sib GsoBaE Webbe^ 
D.C.L , is son of Mr. Jolm Eoolie 
Dasent, Attorney - G-eneral of the 
Island of St. Vincent, West Indies, 
by Charlotte Martha, daughter of 
Mr. Alexander Bnrroughes Irwin, 
of Union Estate, St. Vincent, and 
Kells, CO. Tipperary. He was bom 
at St. Vincent in 1820, and educated 
at King's College, London, and 
Magdalen Hall, Oxford, where he 
graduated B.A in 1840. He was 
called to the bar at the Middle 
Temple in 1852. BQis translation 
of "The Prose or younger Edda," 
from the Horse, appeared m 1842 ; 
that of “ Theophilus Eutychiamis, 
from the original Creek, in Ice- 
landic, Low G-erman, and other 
Languages," in 1845 j of " The 
Norsemen in Iceland," in 1856 j of 
"Popular Tales from the Norse 
with an Introductory Essay," in 
18595 an<i of "Tales from the 
F]eld," from the Norse of Asbjom- 
sen, in T8'73. He published "The 
Saga of Burnt Nial ;" has translated 
much from the G-erman, the Norse, 
and the Icelandic languages, and 
written "Annals of an Eventful 
Life," a novel, 3 vols., 1871, and 
"Three to One; or. Some Passages 
out of the Life of Amicia Lady Sweet- 
apple," 3 vols., 1872. In 1874 his 
name was associated with "An Ice- 
landic-English Dictionary, based on 
the MS. collections of the late 
Eichard Cleasby, enlaced and 
completed by Gudbrand Vigfusson; 
M.A." In point of fact, however. 
Sir G. W. Dasent has no claim nor 
title whatever to be called either 
editor or author of the work in 
question, which was wholly written 
and edited by Mr. Vigfusson. Dr. 
Dasent acted for some years as one 
of the assistant editors of the Times, 
and he is married to a daughter of 
the late Mr. W. F. A Delane. He 
he has frequently been employed 
as an examiner m English and 
modem foreign languages, in con- 
nection with the Civil Service ap- 
pomtments. On Feb. 5, 1870, he 
was appointed by the Government 


to the post of Civil Service Com- 
missioner. He was knighted June 
27, 1876. 

DAUDET, Alphonse, a French 
novelist, brother of Ernest Daudet, 
was bom at Nimes, of poor parents. 
May 13, 1840. After studying m the 
lyceum at Lyons, he became an usher 
in a school at Alais, and did the 
drudgery of that humble calling 
for a couple of years. In 1857 he 
went to Pans with his brother 
Ernest, in order to try to gain a 
livelihood by literary pursuits. He 
first brought out a volume of poetry, 
entitled "Les Amoureuses," 1858, 
which immediately gained for hi-m 
a reputation, and led to his employ- 
ment on several newspapers. The 
Figaro opened its columns to a 
description of " Les Gueux de Pro- 
vince," in which he depicted with 
extreme earnestness and fidelity the 
miseries and sufferings of the ushers 
in provmcial schools. He next pub- 
lished " La Double Conversion," a 
poem, 1861, which was followed m 
1863 by " Le Eoman du Chaperon 
Eouge," a collection of articles 
which had appeared origmally in 
the Figaro. He also wrote for the 
stage with success, composing, in 
conjunction with M Ernest Lepme, 
two httle pieces, " La Dernifere 
Idole " (Odeon theatre, 1862), and 
"L'CEiUet blanc" (Com4die Fran- 
(jaise, 1865). Since then he has 
written for the theatre three 
pieces which were decided fail- 
ures, viz , " Le Sacrifice " (Vaude- 
ville) 5 " L'Arlesienne " (same 

theatre), 1872; and "Lise Taver- 
nier" (Ambigu), 1872 For five 
years he was private secretary to 
the Due de Momy, President of the 
Corps L%islatif (1861-65). M. 
Alphonse Daudet has contributed 
extensively to a large number of 
newspapers, particularly to the 
Monde Illusbrd and to the Figaro ^ in 
which his rhymed chronicles, signed 
" Jean Froissart," and his " Lettres 
de mon Moulin," signed " Gaston- 
Marie," deserve special mention. 
1 Subsequently he became one of the 
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regxdar contributors to tbe Moniteur 
Universel, and be baspublisbed under 
tbe pseudonym of Baptistet,'^ or 
under bis real name, a number of 
novels, tales, and collections of 
articles contributed originally to 
newspapers. Among these publica- 
tions are . — " Le Petit Chose," 
" Tartarin de Tarascon,^^ Eobert 
Helmont,^^ " Lettres de mon 
Moulin,” "Lettres a un Absent,” 

Contes du Lundi,” " Les Femmes 
d’Artistes,” "Jack, bistoire d"un 
Ouvrier,” 1873; "Promont jeuneet 
Risler aiue,^^ 1874, bis best work, to 
which tbe French Academy awarded 
tbe Jouy prize, in June, 1875, and 
which was successfully dramatised 
byM.

Moeurs Parisiennes,” 1878, a work 
in which the private life of the Luc 
de Morny is minutely described; 

Les Eois en Exil,” 1879 ; a 
dramatic version of " Jack,” 
brought out at the Odeon, Jan. 11, 
1881 ; and " L^Evangeliste,” 1882. 
M. iJphonse Laudet has been long 
connected with the Journal Officiel^ 
being entrusted with the theatrical 
department of that paper. 

LAUDET, Ernest, a French au- 
thor and journalist, bom at Mmes, 
May 31^1837, went to Paris in 1857, 
with his brother Alphonse, and ob- 
tained employment as a writer for a 
great number of Parisian and pro- 
vincial newspapers. About 1860 he 
was engaged to revise the reports of 
the proceedings of the Corps Legis- 
latif, and during the latter days of 
the Empire he was secretary to the 
President of the Senate. Since 1870 
M. Ernest Laudet has been editor for 
a time of the Journal Officiel (1874- 
76), and of the JBstafeite, M. Ernest 
Laudet baspublisbed several novels. 
We may mention "Ther^se,” 1859; 
" Les Duperies de PAmour,^^ 1865 ; 
‘^^La Yenus de Gordes,”in conjunc- 
tion with M. Adolphe Belot, 1866 ;

DAVIDSON, Thomas, LL.D., 
F E.S., F.G.S., Vice-President of 
ishe Palaeontographical Society, and 
member of numerous academies 
and other learned societies, bom in 
Edinburgh, May 17, 1817, was al- 
most entirely educated in France 
and Italy, under the direction of 
the Parisian great masters in 
science, and was, duri^ several 
years, a favoured pupil of Paul 
Delaroche. His researches were 
chiefly connected with the sciences 
of geology and palaeontology, and 
were directed especially to the 
elucidation of the characters, classi- 
fication, history, geological and geo- 
graphical distribution of the recent 
and fossil Brachiopoda. His large 
work on British Fossil Brachio- 
poda,” composed of five large 
quarto volumes, illustrated -with 
nearly 230 plates, is considered to 
be one of the mo^ complebe mono- 
graphs hitherto published. He has 
^so published eighty scientific pa- 
pers. In 1858 he was honorary secre- 
tary of the Geological Society, and 
in 1865 he received from its council 
the Wollaston gold medal ; in 1868 
Sir E. Murchison presented him a 
‘Silurian medal for his ''Ulustra- 
■fcions and History of Silurian Life;^^ 
in 1870 he was awarded the gold 
medal of the Eoyal Society ; and in 
1871 he received a presentation 
^om the Paleeontographical So- 


ciety. Mr. Davidson took the 
principal lead in the formation of 
the new Brighton Museum, and has 
officiated as chairman of the Mu- 
seum committee ever since its foun- 
j dation. He has on two occasions 
! filled the office of Vice-President of 
I Section C. at the meetings of the 
I British Association, is a member of 
I the General Committee, and is at 
; present engaged to describe the re- 
cent Brachiopoda brought home by 
' the Challenger expe<Btion. The 
j honorary degree of LL D. was con- 
i’ ferred upon him by the University 
I of St. Andre-w^s, Feb. 14, 1882. 
f DAVIDSON, Thomas, was bom 
at Deer, Aberdeenshire, in Nov. 
1841, being the eldest son of 
Thomas Davidson, Esq., of Hatton, 
Aberdeenshire. He was educated 
, at Deer National School and at 

* the University of Aberdeen, where 
i he was '' first graduate ” and Greek 

• prizeman in 1859. Subsequently 
' he was for a short time rector of 
i the Grammar School, Old Aber- 
deen, after which he removed to 
St. Louis (Missouri), U.S.A., where 

j he was head-master of one of the 
High Schools for several years. 
He afterwards removed to Boston 
{U.S.), where for several years he 
was one of the examiners of Har- 
vard Universiiy; and latterly he 
came to Europe, when he travelled 
over Greece, studying the archseo- 
logy and statuary of the country. 
As the residt he produced works on 
■the Niobe Group,” and the Par- 
thenon Frieze,” which have en- 
gaged the attention of artists and 
scholars in no common degree. 
Mr. Davidson was no less devoted 
to philosophy than to art. Despair- 
ing of the former in all its more 
approved expositors, he betook him- 
self with assiduity to the writings 
of Antonio Eosmini-Serbati, a Ty- 
rolese priest, at one time minister 
to Pope Pius IX. Eecognising his 
mastery of the Scholastic Philoso- 
phy, the Holy Father, Leo XIII., 
invited him -bo the Vatican, where 
the Philosophy of St. Thomas 
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Aq[umas is ia the highest favour. 
Shortly afterwards Mr. Davidson 
produced a work in English, en- 
titled, “ The Philosophical System 
of Antonio Bosmmi-Serhati/" which, 
the author maintains, lays hare the 
grounds of reasonable belief. 
Kant, Hegel, and Comte are de- 
clared to be the inferiors by many 
degrees of the orthodox Christian 
Priest of the Tyrol. Mr. David-

DAVIES, The Eev. John 
Llewelyn, M A , bom at Chiches- 
ter, Feb. 26, 1826, was educated at 
Eepton School and Trinity College, 
Cambridge, being elected a feEow 
of that society in 1850. He was 
appointed Incumbent of St. Marks, 
Whitechapel, in 1852, and Eector 
of Christ Church, St. Marylebone, 
in 1856. He was appomted, in Feb., 
1881, a Chaplain in Ordinary to the 
Queen , and in Oct , 1882, Eural 
Dean of the deanery of St. Maryle- 
bone Mr. Davies has translated 
(jointly with D. J. Vaughan) 
^"Plato's Eepublic," and published 
several volumes of sermons; an 
edition of Ephesians, Colossians, 
and Philemon; contributions to 

Peaks, Passes, and Glaciers," and 
to periodical literature ; also Theo- 
logy and Morality, Belief and Prac- 
tice," 1873, and The Christian Call- 
ing,” 1875. He was a contributor 
to Dr. William Smith's "Dictionary 
of the Bible,” and "Dictionary of 
Christian Biography.” For some 
,years he was a member of the 
London School Board for the Mary 
lebone division, and Prmcipal oJ 
Queen's College in Harley Street 
He is a theologian of the school O'* 
the Kev. F. D. Maurice. 

DAVIS, HjENRY William Banks 
E.A , was bom at Finchley, Aug 
26, 1833, and educated at home 
WEen a student at the Eoyal Aca 
demy, in 1854, he obtained two 
silver medals— one for perspective. 


she other for a model in the Life 
School. He matriculated at Oxford 
in 1856, but after residing a few 
jerms at the university he resumed 
xiis art pm’suits, and was elected an 
associate of the Eoyal Academy in 
Jan., 1873. In 1861 Mr. Davis 
painted "Eough Pasturage,” exhi- 
bited at the Eoyal Academy: in 
1865, "The Strayed Herd in 1866, 
^Spring Ploughing” (engraved); 
in 1870, " Dewy Eve ; ” m 1871, 
"Moonrise,” and "The Prsetorium

Eustling Leaves,” and " Mares and 
Foals; Picardy;” in 1877, "After 
Sundown,” "Eeconnoitring,” " Con- 
tentment,” and " The Approach of 
Night;'" in 1878, "Mid-day Shel- 
ter,” "Afternoon on the Cliffs,” 
" Evenmg Light,” and " The Low- 
ing Herd winds slowly o'er the 
Lea;” in 1879, "Cutting Forage 
on the French Coast,” "A Mid- 
summer Night,” " Wanderers,” 
" Picardy Sheep,” and " Cloud and 
Sunshine,” in 1880, "Family 
Affection,” and " Eetuming to the 
Fold,” which was purchased by -^e 
president and council of the Eoyal 
Academy under the terms of the 
Chantrey bequest; in 1881, "Mother

All the above - mentioned pic- 
tures were exhibited at the Eoyal 
Academy. Mr. Davis was elected a 
full member of the Academy June 
18, 1877. 

DAVIS, Jbepbrson, bom in 
Christian County, Kentucky, June 
3, 1808. During his childhood his 
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father removed into the state of 
Mississippi. He graduated from 
the West Point Military Academy 
in 1828j and served with distinction 
against the Indians until 1835, 
when he resigned his commission, 
returned to Mssissippi, and mar- 
ried the daughter of Gen. Taylor, 
afterwards President of the United 
States. He became a cotton planter 
until 1843, when he interested him- 
self in politics as a Democrat, and 
took a prominent part in the elec- 
tion of Mr. Polk. He was returned 
to Congress in 1845, and took part 
in the debates on the tariff,^' the 
‘^Oregon question," mihtary af- 
fairs," and upon the '' preparations } 
for iie Mexican War." Upon the , 
breaking out of this contest, he was i 
elected colonel of the Mississippi 
regiment of volunteers, when he j 
resigned his seat in Congress, and j 
joined the army of Gen. Taylor on i 
the Eio Grande. He was engaged 
at the storming of Monterey, and 
in the battle of Buena Yista. At 
the close of the war he was offered 
by President Polk the rank of briga- 
dier-general of volunteers, but de- 
clined it. In 1847 he was elected 
Senator for Mississippi ; in 1850 he 
became Chairman of the Committee 
on Military Affairs, and was distin- 
guished by the eneigy with which 
he defended slavery, and by his 
zealous advocacy of State rights. 
In 1851 he resigned his seat in the 
Senate to enter upon a canvass for 
Mr Franklin Pierce, who on being 
elected President, appointed Mr. 
Davis as Secretary at War. He 
was again elected as Senator in 
1858 ; but the election of Mr. Lin- 
coln in 1860, and the consequent 
secession movement, caused him to 
withdraw. When the movement 
received shape, and form, he was 
chosen Provisional President of the 
Confederate States, Feb. 4, 1861, 
inaugurated Feb. 22, and elected as 
President for six years in 1862. 
After the fall of Richmond, Presi- 
dent Davis, while endeavouring to 
make his escape, was captured at 


IrwinsviUe, Georgia, May 10, 
and remained a prisoner for two 
years in Fortress Monroe, awaiting 
I a trial. He was released on bail m 
1 the pimmer of 1867, and all pro- 
ceedings against him were discon- 
tinned. After his release he visited 
Europe, and on his return took up 
his residence at Memphis, Tennes- 
see, where he was for a time Presi- 
dent of a Life Insurance Comnanv. 
In 1881 he published ^^The Else 
and Fall of the Confederate Go- 
vernment," in 2 vols. 

DAYIS, Seb John FEANCis,Bart., 
E.C.B., the eldest son of S. Davis, 
Esqj, of Portland Place, was bom in 
1795. Entering the public service 
at an early age, he was attadied to 
Lord Amherst’s embassy to Pekin 
in 1816, and was joint commissioner 
with the late Lord Xapier in 1834, 
for the purpose of arranging com- 
mercial and other matters with 
China. From 1843 to 1848 he was 
j British Plenipotentiary and Chief 
Superintendent of British trade in 
China, and Governor and Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Colony of 
Hong-Hong. He was created a 
b^onet July 9, 1845, and a K.C.B. 
(civil division), June 12, 1854. Sir 
John F. Davis, who is a Deputy- 
Lieutenant of Gloucestershire, is 
the author of "A Description of 
China and its Inhabitants/’ 

Sketches of China,” ** Chinese 
Eomance/’ Chinese Moral 
Maxims," « Poeseos Sinieae Com- 
mentarii," China during the War 
and since the Peace," and Chinese 
Miscell^es." In 1876 he gave to 
the university of Oxford «81666, 
Three per cent. Consols, for the* 
purpose of endowing a scholarship 
for the encouragement of the study 
of Chinese. That university has 
conferred upon him the honorary 
degree of D.C.L. 

DAYISOH, Mbs. (iSfee Goddaei), 
AsABELm.) 

DAYOUD PASHA, an Ottoman 
stetesman, was bom at Constan- 
tinople in March, 1816. He is a 
Catholic Armenian— tliat is, of the 
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sect of Armenians whoj whilst 
retaining their own ancient rites 
and ceremonies, are in commnnion 
with the Eoman Catholic chnrch. 
After a complete tmiversity course 
at Berlm, where he gained more 
than one great prize medal by his 
writings and dissertations, he com- 
menced his official career as pro- 
fessor of modem languages in the 
Ottoman Military College of Con- 
stantinople. He afterwards entered 
the diplomatic service as Secretary 
to the Ottoman Embassy at Berlin, 
then at Vienna, and subsequently 
at Paris, whence he returned to 
Berlin as Charge d^ Affaires, which 
post he held at various times during 
a period of nine years. In 1854 he 
accompanied A^ali Pasha, as chief 
secretary, to the Conference of 
Vienna. In 1855 he was Imperial 
Ottoman delegate on the commis- 
sion for arranging the navigation 
of the Danube, and in 1858 went as 
chief secretary with Euad Pasha to 
the Conference of Paris for the 
definite organization of Wallachia 
and Moldavia. In the following 
year Davoud Bffendi was appointed 
Director-General of telegraphs, and 
imder his auspices many of the 
great lines of telegraphic communi- 
cation now completed throughout 
the TurMsh empire were com- 
menced. In 1861, after the civil 
war in Mount Lebanon between 
the Druses and Maronites, he was 
selected by the Porte and the five 
Powers to fill the very difficult post 
of Governor-General of the Leba- 
non, and during his seven years^ 
rule, proved himself worthy of the 
trust reposed in him. On that 
occasion he was created a Muchir 
or Pasha of the highest grade, being I 
the first Christian raised to the I 
rank of Muchir under the Sublime 
Porte. In 18b8 he resigned the 
Governor-Generalship of Mount 
Lebanon, and returned to Constan- 
tinople, where he was appointed 
IMttnister of Public Works, a posi- 
tion, however, which ill-health 
obliged hi m to vacate on June 19, 


1871. Davoud Pasha speaks Tur- 
kish, Armenian, Greek, Italian, 
German, English, and French, and 
in the last of these languages has 
published a History of the Seven 
Years^ War."' 

DAWES, W iLLiAM, architect, 
and author of several humorous 
works xmder the pseudonym of 
^^Elijer Goff,” was born at Glou- 
cester, March 14, 1840, and received 
his education at Suffolk House, 
Gloucester, of which estabhshment 
Mr. Edward Green was then the 
principal. He was articled in the 
architectural profession in London 
m 1858, and subsequently practised 
m London, Denbigh, Bnmingham, 
and Manchester offices until he be- 
came partner with Mr. W H Hay- 
ley, architect, of Manchester, in 
1863, only five years from the com- 
mencement of his professional 
career. Mr. Hayley retired from 
the firm in 1867. Mr. Dawes^ first 
building, won in competition, was 
a small church school in Oldham. 
His first book, Elijer Goff’s 
Trubbles, Travels, and other 
Amoozements,” appeared in 1872, 
and ran through three editions. 
His second work, ''Elijer Goff’s 
Kristmus Book,” followed in the 
winter of that year. His third 
book, " Eli]er Goff’s Kronikle of a 
King,” was not published until 
1878, owing to a long and severe 
pressure of professional work in the 
years 1873 to 1878, during which 
period Mr. Dawes’ time was fully oc- 
cupied with the Victoria Buildings 
and other important architectural 
works at Manchester. His more 
recent publications are " A Great 
Fite,” 1881, and " Bore and Pigskin 
Papers, 1883. Mr. Dawes was a 
very frequent contributor to the 
JSuildxng News and Builders* Journal 
from 1860 to 1865. About 1873 he 
was appointed architect for the 
Manchester Cathedral restorations, 
which position he still occupies. 

DAWKINS, WiLLiAisi Boyd, 
M.A., F.KS., F.G.S., F.S.A., geo- 
logist and osteologist, was born 
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Dec. 2G, 1S3S, at Buttington Ticar- 
age, Welshpool^ Montgomerysliire. 
He received his education at Hossall 
school and at the University of 
Oxford, where he became a scholar 
of Jesns College, and first Bnrdett- 
Coutts geological scholar. He was 
appointed assistant geologist in 
Her Majesty’s G-eological Survey of 
Great Britain in 1862 ; geologist in 
1867, Curator of the Manchester 
Museum, 1869 , lecturer on geology 
in Owens College, Manchester, in 
1870 5 Professor there in 1874; j and 
President of the Manchester Geo- 
logical Society in 187-1. Professor 
Dawkins is the author of numerous 
essays in the Proceedings ” of the 
Geological, Anthropological, and 
Poyal Societies, relating principally 
to fossil mammalia ; British 
Pleistocene Mammalia ” in the 
Proeeedings ” of the Palaeonto- 
logical Society, 1866-78 ; and 
** Cave-Hunting : Eesearches on 
the Evidences of Caves respecting 
the Early Inhabitants of Europe,” 
1871. In 1875 he went round the 
world, by way of Australia and 
New Zealand. In 1880 he published 
a work on Early Man in Britain, 
and his place in the Tertiary 
Period ” ; and gave a series of lec- 
tures before the Lowell Institute, 
Boston, Massachusetts. He was 
appointed, in 1882, a member of 
the scientific committee of the 
Channel Tunnel, and entrusted 
with the geological survey of the 
English and Erench coasts for that 
enterprise. He presided over the 
Anthropological section of the 
British Association at Southamp- 
ton, in Aug., 1882 j and on Oct 17 
in ilie same year he was elected an 
honorary Fellow of Jesus College, 
Oxford. . 

DAWSON, John William, 
LL D., P.E.S., F.G.S.; C.M.G., a 
geologist and naturalist, bom at 
Pietou, Nova Scotia, in Oct. 1820. 
He studied in the University of 
Edinburgh, and returning home 
devoted himself to the study of the 
natural history and geology of 


Nova Scotia and New Brunswick. 
The results of these investigations 
are embodied 4n his Acadian 
Geology” (3rd ed. ISSO). In lS-12, 
and a^ain in 1852, he accompanied 
Sir Charles Lyell in his explora- 
tions in Nova Scotia, aiding him 
materially in his investigations. 
Since 1843 he has contributed 
largely to the Proceedings” of the 
London Geological Society, and to 
scientific periodicals. He has also 
published numerous monographs 
on special subjects connected with 
geology. His two volumes on the 
Devonian and Carboniferous Flora 
of Eastern North America,” pub- 
lished by the Geologic il Survey of 
Canada, and illustrated from draw- 
ings by his daughter, are the most 
important contributions yet made 
to the palaeozoic botany of North 
America ; and he is the discoverer 
of the Eozo5n Canadense, of the 
Laurentian limestones, the oldest 
known form of animal life. In 1850 
he was apppointed Supermtendent 
of Education for Nova Scotia, and 
in 1855 became principal of the 
McGill University at Montreal, of 
which he is now Vice-Chancellor. 
He is a member of many learned 
societies in Europe and America. 
Among his works not already men- 
tioned are: "Archaia, or Studies 
on the Cosmogony and Natural 
BMiory of the Hebrew Scriptures,” 
1858, and “The Story of the Earth 
and Man,” 1872, in which he com- 
bats the Darwinian theory of the 
origin of species. In 1875 he pub- 
lished “The Dawn of Life,” — an 
account of the oldest known fossil 
remains, and of their relations to 
geological time and the develop- 
ment of the animal kingdom ; in 
1877 appeared “ The Origin of the 
World,” and m 1878 “Fossil Men 
and their Modem Eepresegfcatives.” 
In 1880 appeared “The Change of 
Life iu Geological Time,” — a sketch 
of the origin and succession of 
animals and plants. He has alsc 
contributed largely to the Canadian 
Naturalisii and to many educational 
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scientific^ and religions publications 
in Great Britain^tbe United States j 
and Canada. In 1881 Dr. Dawson 
was created a Companion of tbe 
Order of St. Michael and St George^ 
and in the following year was se- 
lected by the Governor-General^ 
the Mairc[uis of LornCj to take the 
Presidency of the Eoyal Society of 
Canada^ an institution founded to 
aid the development of literary and 
scientific research in the Canadian 
Dominion. 

DAY, The Hon. Sir John 
Charles, son of Captain John Day, 
of the 49th Begiment^ by Emily, 
daughter of Jan Caspar Hartsinck, 
was born at the Hague, June 20, 
1826. He was educated at Fri- 
bourg, and at the Benedictine Col- 
lege of St. Gregory, at Downside, 
near Bath, and graduated B A. at 
the University of London. He en- 
tered the Middle Temple in 1845; 
was called to the bar in Jan. 1849; 
joined the Home (now the South- 
Eastern) circuit; was made a 
Queen's Counsel in 1872; and 
elected a bencher of his mnin 1873. 
For many years he enjoyed a very 
extensive practice both in London 
and on circuit. In June, 1882, he 
was appointed a 3 udge in the 
Queen's Bench Division of the High 
Court of Justice, in succession to 
Mr. Justice Bowen, who had been 
elevated to the Court of Appeal, 
and he received the usual honour 
of knighthood. Mr. Justice Day is 
the editor of the Common Law 
Procedure Acts," and "Eoscoe's 
Nisi Prius." 

DAY, The Eight Eev. Maurice 
Fitzgerald, D D Bishop of Cashel, 
is the youngest son of the late Eev. 
John Day, rector of Kiltullagh, co. 
Kerry, by Arabella, daughter of Sir 
William Godfrey, of Bushfield, in 
the same county. He was bom at 
KiltuUagh in 1816, and received his 
academical education at Trinity 
College, Dublin (B A., 1838 ; M.A., 
1858). For several years he was 
chaplain of St. Mattiiias, Dublin, 
was appointed Dean of Limerick, 


and vicar of St. Mary's, Limerick, 
in 1868 ; and was chosen to succeed 
the late Dr Daly in the umted sees 
of Cashel, Emly, Waterford, and 
Lismore, in March, 1872, the conse- 
cration ceremony being performed 
m St. Patrick's Cathedr^, Dublin, 
on April 13. 

DE AMICI S, EdmondOj a popu- 
lar Italian writer, born at Oneglia, 
Oct. 21, 1846, of a Genoese family. 
He began his studies at Cuneo, and 
after a preliminary traming in the 
Istituto Candallero at Turin, he 
entered the military school of Mo- 
dena, which he quitted in 1865 as 
sub-lieutenant in the 3rd regiment 
of the line. In 1866 he took part 
in the battle of Custozza. The 
following year he was established 
at Florence as director of the 
Italia MiUtare. After the seizure 
of Eome by the troops of King 
Victor Emmanuel, it appeared to 
him that his career as a volunteer 
m the army of Italian Independence 
had naturally come to an end. 
Weary of the monotony of garrison 
life, he then abandoned the profes- 
sion of arms, took up his abode at 
Turin, and devoted his energies 
exclusively to literature, in which 
he had already made a mark by his 
sketches of military life — La 
Vita mihtare : bozzetti " (Milan, 
1868). After composing his “Ei- 
cordo del 1870-71," he wrote a 
volume of "Hovelle," comprising 
" Gli Amici di collegio," " Camilla 
Funo," ^^Un gran Giomo," Al- 
berto," " Fortezza," and " La Casa 
paterna " (Florence, 1872 ; 2nd 
edit. Milan, 1879). A series of 
tours through Spain, Holland, and 
Morocco, with visits to London, 
Paris, and Constantinople, afforded 
him the materials for several works 
which, written in a lively and at- 
tractive style, increased the author's 
fame, had a wide circulation, and 
were translated into several Euro- 
pean languages. Their titles are : — 
" La Spagna " (Florence, 1873) ; 
" Eicordi di Londra," 1874 ; 
^^Olanda" (Florence, 1874) ; '^Cos-

BECAZES, Louis Charles Elie 
Amanieu, Bug, eldest son of Elie, 
Bug Becazes, a well-known French 
statesman (who died in 1860), was 
horn May 19, 1819. Entering the 
diplomatic service of his country, 
he was sent as Minister Plenipoten- 
tiary and Envoy Extraordmary to 
Madrid and Lisbon, but when the 
revolution of 1848 occurred, the 
Marquis Becazes, as he was then 
styled, retired fiom public life 
Subsequently he was elected a 
member of the Conseil G-eneral of 
the Gironde, and in 1809, at the 
elections for the Corps Legislatif, 
he contested the fourth circon- 
scription of that department, but 
was defeated by the Government 
candidate, M. Chaix d"Est-Ange, | 
]un. After the fall of the empire 
he was more successful, for, renew- j 
ing his candidature at the general 
election of Feb. 1871, he was re- 
turned to the National Assembly 
by the department of the Gironde, 
poUmg upwards of 100,000 votes. 
As one of. the leading members of j 
the Eight Centre he has since taken | 
a prominent part in the dehbera- ' 
tions of the Assembly. He resisted ' 
all the attacks made by the 
monarchists on ihe Government of | 
M. Thiers, and after the triumph 
of bis fnends he was sent as Am- 
bassador to the Court of St. James’s 
in Sept. 1873. Two months after- 
wards he was recalled from London, 
and entrusted with the portfolio of 
Foreign Affairs, which he held in 
sever^ cabinets, in spite of the 
modifications which the policy of 


the Government from time to time 
underwent. At the elections of 
Feb.-March, 1876, his candidature 
I at Yillefranche (Aveyron) was un- 
successful, but he gained a seat in 
the A.ssembly, though not without 
dbEculty, for the 8th arrondissement 
of Pans. On the opening of the 
session in April that year, the Buc 
Becazes took occasion to declare 
his profound respect for the laws 
which had organised the Govern- 
ment of the Eepublic and the 
powers of its illustaious Presidents 
He and all his colleagues in the 
Jules-Simon Cabinet sent in their 
resignations. May 16, 1877, but 
Marshal MacMahon declined to 
accept that of the Buc Becazes, 
who consequently continued to be 
Foreign Minister in the BrogHe- 
Fourtou Cabinet. At the elections 
of Oct. 14, 1877, he was returned to 
the Assembly by the eirconscrip- 
tion of Puget-Theniers (Alpes-Mari- 
times). He resigned the portfolio 
of Foreign Affairs, Oct. 30, 1877. 
The Buc Becazes is a Commander 
of the Legion of Honour, has been 
decorated with the Grand Cross of 
the Order of Isabella the Catholic, 
and is honorary chamberlaiu to the 
King of Denmark. 

DECHAMPS, His EMiHsifCE 
Yicjtob Auguste Isidore, Cardinal 
of the Eoman Church, Archbishop 
of Mechlin, and Primate of Bel- 
gium, was bom at MeUe, in the 
diocese of Ghent, Bee. 6, 1810. In 
1831 he entered the seminary of 
Toumai, and there commenced 
those theological studies which he 
completed in the Catholic Univer- 
sity of Louvain. He was after- 
i wards admitted at the convent of 
Saint Trond into the Congregation 
of the Most Holy Eedeemer. After 
having taught theology for two 
years at Wittem, near Aix-la-Cha- 
pelle,he devoted himself exclusively 
to preaching. He acquired great 
renown as a pulpit orator, and 
attracted large crowds of auditors 
at Li%e, Brussels, Louvain, and 
Toumai. The constant fati^e of 
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preaching impaired his healthy and 
to restore it he went to Italy in 1847, 
visited Eome and Naples, had seve- 
ral interviews with Pope Pius IX., 
and returned home by way of 
Vienna and Munich He next 
became superior of a house of his 
order at Toumai On Sept. 20, 
1865, he was appointed Bishop of 
Namur, being consecrated in the 
Eedemptorist church of St. Alfonso, 
on the Esquiline, Eome. He was 
advanced on the death of Cardinal 
Sterckx to the archbishopric of 
Mechlin, which he has filled since 
Bee 20, 1867. Pope Pius IX. 
created him a Cardinal Priest, 
March, 15, 1875, the title" as- 
signed to him being that of St. 
Agnes without the W alls . Cardinal 
Bechamps has written many re- 
ligious and controversial works in 
French. 

BEFBEGGEE, Franz, an Aus- 
trian painter, bom at Stronach, in 
the Tyrol, April 30, 1835; showed 
from his infancy a strong inclina- 
tion for artistic pursuits, and re- 
ceived his first lessons from a 
sculptor at Inuspruck in 1860 
Then he went to Munich, entered 
the School of Arts there, and con- 
tinued his artistic studies under the 
direction of Piloty. In 1863 he 
proceeded to Paris, where he stayed 
two years, and then returned to 
Munich, where he painted a series 
of genre pictures, representing the 
life of the people in his native 
country. Among his works may 
be mentioned " The Last Eeturn of 
the Forester The Poachers 
“Joseph Speckbacher and his Son ^ 
and “ The Zither Player.” In 1882 
the King of Bavaria raised this 
celebrated painter to noble rank, 
by bestowing on him the Bavarian 
Order of the Crown. 

BEFE^JMEEY, Charles, a 
French orientalist, born at Cam- 
brai, in 1822. He went in 1840 to 
Paris, where he learnt Arabic and 
Persian under Caussin de Perceval 
and Quatremere. Since then he 
has gained a high reputation as an 


orientalist by publishing in the 
Journal Asiatique de Pans a large 
number of articles, the most im- 
portant of which have been re- 
published m a collected form, under 
the title of “Memoires d'Histoire 
Orientale,” 1854. He has also 
translated from the Persian lan- 
guage the following works . — “ His- 
toire des Sultans Ghourides,” by 
Mirkoud, 1844 , “ Histoire des Sas- 
sanides,” by the same writer, 1845 ; 
“Histoire des Kans Mongols du 
Turkestan et de la Transoxiane,” 
by Elhoudemir, 1852 , and “ Guhs- 
tan,'' or the “ Parterre des Eoses,” 
by Sadi, 1858. Prom the Arabic 
he has translated “Voyages dHbn 
Batoutah dans la Perse, TAsie 
Centrale, et PAsie Mineure,” 2 vols., 
1853-56 M Befremery has likewise 
edited the Persian text of the “ His- 
toire des Sultans du Kharezm,” by 
Mirkoud, 1842, with notes ; and 
“ Fragments de Geographes et 
d^Historiens Arabes et Persans ine- 
dits,” 1849. M. Befremery is a 
member of the Asiatic Society, and 
of the Institute, and assistant Pro- 
fessor of Arabic in the College de 
France. In 1869 he was appointed 
director of studies for the Persian 
and Oriental languages in ,the 
“licole Pratique des hautes Etu- 
des.” He received the honorary 
degree of Boctor of Philosophy and 
Literature from the University of 
Leyden in Feb. 1875 
BE HAAS, Maurice F H., 
marine pamter, born at Eotterdam, 
Bee. 12, 1832. He studied at the 
Academy of Fine Arts, and was a 
pupil of Louis Meyer, and of other 
emment ai-tists. In 1857 he was 
made artist to the Butch navy, 
and in 1859 he went to New York, 
where he has since lived. The 
subjects of his earlier pictures are 
chiefly from the English Channel 
and French coast ; and among 
them are “ Storm off the Isle of 
Jersey,” “After the Wreck,” “ Sea- 
shore near Hastings,” “Calm off 
Newport,” “Wreck off St. Hel- 
iers,” “ Yacht Henrietta,” Clears 
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ing Up,” " British Channel,” " The 
Rescue,” The Old Wreck,” and 
^'Moonrise at Sunset.” His best 
known American work is ^^Far- 
ragut passing the Forts.” He was 
elected an Associate of ihe National 
Academy in 1863, and an Acade- 
mician in 1867, and was one of the 
original members of the American 
Society of Painters in Water- 
Colours. 

BE LA RAMEE, Louisa, a 
novelist, better known by her pseu- 
donym of "Ouida,” was bom at 
Bury St. Edmunds, in 1840. She 
is of French extraction on the 
father’s^ side. At an early age she 
came with her mother and mater- 
nal gTrandmother to reside in Lon- 
don, and soon began, under the 
nom de guerre of “Ouida” (a child’s 
mispronunciation of Louisa), to 
write for periodicals. While still 
under age, she commenced her first 
novel in Colburn’s New Monthly 
Magazine. This was " Granville de 
Vigne, a Tale of the Bay,” pub- 
lished separately two years later 
(1863) under the title of “ Held in 
Bondage.” It was followed by 

Stratiimore, a Romance ” (1865) ; 

Chandos ” (1866) j " Cecil Castle- 
maine’s Gage, and other Nove- 
lettes,” and “ Idalia” (1867) ; '^Tri- 
cotrin, a Story of a Waif and 
Stray” and Under Two Flags” 
(1868) ; Puck : his Yicissitudes, ' 
Adventures, &c.” (1869); "FoUe 
Farine ” (1871) ; A Bog of Flan- 
ders ” and A Leaf in ihe Storm ” j 
(1872) ; ‘^Pascarel” (1873) ; '^In a , 
Winter City,” a sketch (1876) ; | 
^^Signa” a story (1875); "Two 
Little Wooden Shoes,” a sketch 
(1874) ; "Ariadne : the Story of a 
Bream” (1877); "Friendship”! 
(1878); "Moths” (1880); " Pipi- 
strello (1880) ; "The Tillage Com- 
mune’’ (1881); "In Maremma” : 
(1882) ; " Bimbi : Stories for Chil- 
dren” (1882); and "Wanda,” 3 
vols. (1883). Miss Be la Ramee 
resides in the neighbourhood of 
Florence. 

BE LA RUE, Wasben, MAl., 


B.C.L., Ph.B., F.R S., Correspond- 
ing member of the Institute of 
France (Academic des Sciences), 
Imperial Academy of Sciences, St. 
j Petersburg, the Philomathic Society 
I of Paris, the Royal Society of Up- 
I sala, the Society of Agriculture and 
i Commerce, Caen, the Society of 
Natural Science, Cherbourg, Honor- 
ary Member of the Berlin Chemical 
, Society, and past-President of the 
‘ Royal Astronomical Society, past- 
il^esident, now Vice-President of 
the Chemical Society, Commander 
, of the Legion of Honour, Comman- 
' der of the Order of St. Maurice and 
! St. Lazarus, Rnight of the Order of 
* the Rose, Brazil ; is son of the 
' late Mr. Thomas Be La Rue, and 
was bom in the Island of Guernsey, 

, Jan. 18, 1815. He was educated at 
the College of St. Barbe, Paris, en- 
tered his father’s business, and was 
. for many years the head of the 
I house of Thos. Be La Rue & Co., 
now carried on by his sons. Here 
! he applied his scientific knowledge 
to purposes of practical utility, and 
invented a great number of new 
processes and machines, some of 
which were patented. Among the 
! former may be cited processes for 
I utilizing earth-oils, and in the 
I latter machinery for printing sur- 
face colouring paper, pasting cards, 
and for folding envelopes, — ^Qie last- 
mentioned in connection with Mr. 
Edwin Hill- He acted as a juror 
and reporter in the department of 
Class XXTX- in the Great Exhibi- 
tion of 1851, was a juror in Class 
X. of the Paris Exhibition of 1855 ; 
and President of Section B, Class 
XXnil., of the Exhibition of 
1862. He was a member of the 
International Electrical Con^ss, 
consisting of all the most eminent 
physicists of all countries assembled 
in Paris, and of the jury of the 
Electrical Exhibition held there in 
1861. He was also a member of 
i the Consulting Council ihe 
Electrical Exhibition at the Crystal 
Palace, Syde3Qham, in 1862. Mr. 
Be La Ruo has made some imjpor- 
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taut scientific investigations, of 
■wliicli an account will be found in 
the publications of the Eoyal, Astro- 
nomical, Chemical, and other 
learned societies. He established 
an observatory at Cranford, Middle- 
sex, but this was dismantled in 
1873, and the instruments presented 
to the University of Oxford. Mr 
De La Rue has distinguished him- 
self by the eminent success with 
which he has apphed photography 
to Hie recordmg of celestial phe- 
nomena. In 1860 he went to Spain 
with the ‘■^Himalaya expedition,” 
and succeeded in obtaining a series 
of photographs of the total eclipse 
of the sun, July 18. These photo- 
graphs, especially those obtained 
during the total eclipse, are of Ingh 
scientific interest The discussions 
of the results of the photo^aphic 
expedition formed the subject of 
the Bakerian lecture, read at 
•Hie Royal Society in April, 
1862, and since published in them 
Transactions. He pubhshed, in 
connection with Mr. Balfour 
Stewart and Mr. B. Loewy, ^^Re- 
searches in Solar Physics,” founded 
on observations made at the Kew 
Observatory under his directions. 
He also took an active part m mak- 
ing the preparations for the photo- 
graphic observation of the transit 
of Venus in 1874. In that year he 
established a private Physical La- 
boratory in which he has, in con- 
junction with his friend. Dr 'Hugo 
W. Muller, carried on an elaborate 
series of researches on the electrical 
discharge with the chloride-of-silver 
battery. The results obtained have 
been, from time to time, communi- 
cated to the Royal Society, and the 
Academie des Sciences, Paris. On 
Jan. 31, 1881, he delivered a most 
interesting lecture on ‘'The Phe- 
nomena of the Electric Discharge,” 
illustrated by a great number of 
beautiful experiments, at the Royal 
Institution. In this lecture, in 
which a full and epitomized ac- 
count of his researches was given, 
h§ used 14,400 cells (14,832 volts). 


The battery now at work in his 
laboratory consists of 15,000 cells 
(15,450 volts), and gives a current of 
0 4 Ampere . This battery has nearly 
five times the potential of any con- 
structed previously by other workers 
in electricity. Mr. De la Rue acted 
for some time as Honorary Secretary 
of the Royal Astronomical Society, 
and has been its President, 1864-66. 
He was the President of the Chemi- 
cal Society, 1867-69 and 1879-80; 
and is President of the London 
Institution. He was elected Secre- 
tary of the Royal Institution in 
1878, in succession to Mr. William 
Spottiswoode, who had become 
ihesident of the Royal Society. On 
Dec. 27, 1880, he was elected a 
corresponding member of the French 
Academie des Sciences, for the 
section of astronomy. 

DENISON, The Yen. Geoege 
Anthony, Archdeacon of Taunton, 
fourth son of the late John Deni- 
son, Esq., M.P., brother of the late 
Viscount Ossington, of the late 
Bishop of Salisbury, and of the 
late Sir William Denison, K.C.B., 
Governor of Madras, was born in 
1805 He was educated at Eton 
and Christ Church, Oxford, where 
he graduated B.A. in 1826, taking 
a first-class in classical honoui’s ; 
in 1828 was elected Fellow of Oriel 
College; in the same year was 
University prizeman, gainmg the 
Latin Essay, and the English 
Essay in 1829 He was curate of 
Cuddesden, Oxfordshire, from 1832 
to 1838 ; married in 1838 Georgiana, 
eldest daughter of the Right Hon. 
J. W. Henley, M.P. for Oxon ; and 
became vicar of Broadwindsor, 
Dorset, whence he was transferred, 
in 1845, to the vicarage of East 
Brent, Somerset, and became 
Examining Chaplain to the Bishop 
of Bath and Wells, who advanced 
him in 1851 to the Archdeaconry of 
Taunton. He has been an active 
member of the London and Bristol 
"Church Unions,” and a strong 
opponent of all schemes of Govern- 
ment education. In 1853, in 
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consequence of a ciiarge of unsound 
doctrine publicly made against him 
by Bishop Spencer, who was at that 
time discharging the functions of 
the Bishop of Bath and Wells, the 
Archdeacon resigned his Examining 
Chaplaincy, and preached in the 
Cathedral at Wells three sermons 
on The Eeal Presence,*^ which he 
published as his defence. Proceed- 
ings were taken against him on 
account of matter contained in these 
sermons, in Jan. 1854. In 1856 
the Archdeacon was sentenced to 
depriyation of all his preferments 
by judgment of a court held at 
Bath, and presided over by the 
Archbishop of Canterbury. This 
sentence was set aside, upon appeal 
to the Court of Arches, on a point 
of law 5 and the judgment of the 
Court of Arches was confirmed, on 
further appeal, by the Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Council, 
Eeb. 6, 1858 The Archdeacon was 
editor of the Church and State 
Review, from its establishment in 
1862 iill Aug. 1865 j and, as a 
member of the Lower BLouse of 
Convocation in 1861 and 1864, was 
Chairman of the Committees, the 
Eeports of which issued in the 
condemnation of Essays and 
Eeviews,'^ and of Dr. Colenso’s 
published writings. * Archdeacon 
Denison published his autobio- 
graphy under the title of Notes 
of my Life,” 1878. 

BEOTIAN, The Hon. Oeoege, 
is the fourth son of Thomas, first 
Lord Penman (who was many 
years Chief Justice of the Court of 
Queen^s Bench), by Theodosia 
inne, eldest daughter of the late 
Eev. Bichard Tevers, rector of 
Bettering, Northamptonshire. He 
was bom in Bussell Square, London, 
Dec. 23, 1819, and was educated at 
Eepton Grrammar School, whence 
he proceeded to Trinity College, 
Cambridge, of which he was succes- 
sively Scholar and Pellow. He 
took his B.A. degree in 1842 as 
senior classic. He was also " Cap- 
tain of the Poll.” As the son of 


a peer he was exempted from the 
general rule then in force, which 
made a place in the mathematical 
tripos a necessary qualification for 
competing for classical honours. 
He proceeded M A. in 1845, was 
called to the bar at Lincoln's Inn 
in 1846, and went the Home circuit. 
In addition to his circuit practice 
he held for some years the office of 
auditor of his former college. In 
1857 he was appointed one of the 
University counsel. Mr. Benman 
unsuccessfully contested the Uni- 
versity of Cambridge in 1856 and 
the borough of Tiverton in 1865. 
He was hret elected member for 
Tiverton as Lord Palmerston's 
colleague in the Liberal interest in 
May, 1859, and represented the 
borough from that tune until 1872, 
with the exception of a very brief 
interval in 1865-66, when he was 
out of Parliament. He promoted 
and carried a Bill in 1864 for 
assimildting the law on criminal 
trials to that on civil trials in 
certain matters of evidence and 
practice; and in 1869 a Bill for 
further amending the law of 
evidence by abolishing the dis- 
qualification of witnesses for want 
of religious belief and on other 
grounds, Mr.Benman was appointed 
one of the new governing body of 
the Charterhouse School in 1872. 
In Oct., 1872, he was chosen to 
succeed to the vacancy caused in 
the Court of Common Pleas by the 
death of Mr. Justice Willes ; and 
in Nov., 1875, by the operation of 
the Judicature Act, he became a 
Judge of the High Court of Justice. 
He published in 1871 a translation 
of " Gray's Elegy '' into Greek 
elegiac verse ; and in 1873 The 
First Book of Pope's Homer’s Iliad, 
translated into Latin elegiacs.” 
He married in 1852 Charlotte, 
daughter of the late Mr. Samuel 
Hope, banker of Liverpool. 

BENMABB, Bing op. (See 
Ghbistian IX.) 

BENTON, The Bet. Wilujjc, 
M.A., bom in Maardh, 1815, at New- 
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port. Isle of Wight, was educated 
at Worcester College, Oxford (B.A., 
1844; M.A., 1848). He was or- 
dained in 1844 to the curacy of St. 
Andrew's, Bradfield, Berkshire, 
and presented in 1850 to the vicar- 
age of St. Bartholomew, Cripple- 
gate, London. He published in 
1861 a pamphlet " On the Displace- 
ment of the Poor by Metropohtan 
Railways," which gave rise to two 
nights' debate in the House of 
Lords, and the introduction of a 
measure by the late Earl of Derby 
to investigate in part the acknow- 
ledged evil. His other works are a 
"Commentary on the G-ospels in 
Communion Office," 3 vols., 8vo., 
1860-63, 3rd edit., 1875-78 ; " Com- 
mentary on the Epistles in Commu- 
nion Office," 2 vols.; "Commentary 
on the Acts of the Apostles," 2 
vols. ; " Commentary on the Lord's 
Prayer," 1864; "Servia and the 
Servians,". 1862 ; "The Christians 
of Turkey,^' 1863, 2nd and 3rd edit., 
1877, translated into G-erman and 
Servian ; " Montenegro ; its People 
and their ffistory," 1877; "St. 
Giles Without, Cripplegate, a His- 
tory," 1882. Mr. Denton is a 
Knight Commander of the Servian 
Order of St. Saviour of Takhova. 

DEPBETISj Aoostino, an Itahan 
statesman, bom at Stradella, Pied- 
mont, in 1811, studied law in the 
University of Turin, and practised 
as an advocate in his native town. 
He took an active part in all the 
efforts made by Italian patriots to 
bring about the unification of their 
country ; contributed to several 
Liberal newspapers ; and was ap- 
pointed in 1849 civil governor of 
Brescia In the following year he 
sat in the Piedmontese Chamber on 
the Opposition Benches. In 1861, 
Cavour appointed him pro-dictator 
of Sicily,andui that capacity he there 
proclaimed the Italian constitution 
(August 3). From May 3 till the 
month of December 1862 he held 
office in the Eatazzi Cabinet as 
M in i ster of Public Works ; and he 
entered the Ministry presided over 


by Signor RicasoH, in 1866, first as 
Minister of Marine, and then as 
Minister of Finance. On the fall 
of that Ministry he resumed his 
seat in the Chamber, and after the 
death of Eatazzi became leader of 
the Opposition. When the Min- 
ghetti Cabinet resigned (March 19, 
1876), in consequence of a vote of 
want of confidence having been 
carried in the Chamber, Signor 
Depretis was entrusted with the 
task of constituting a Mmistry. 
He himself took the portfolio of 
Fmance and the post of President 
of the Council. The question of 
the reform of the law relating to 
the grist tax immediately occupied 
his attention, and under his Ministry 
the creation of free ports was 
adopted, and religious processions 
outside the churches were pro- 
hibited. The elections consequent 
upon the Dissolution of the Chamber 
of Deputies m 1876, gave a large 
majority to the Government. In 
the following year, however. Signor 
Depretis was replaced as chief of 
the Cabinet by Signor Cairoli. A 
few months later Signor Depretis 
was, in turn, summoned to succeed 
that statesman, and to form a coah- 
tion administration in which vari- 
ous groups of politicians in the 
Chamber of Deputies were repre- 
sented (December, 1878). This 
Ministry was overthrown after half 
a year's tenure of power, and was 
succeeded, in July 1879, by a new 
combination of the Left, imder 
Signor Cairoli, who was compelled,* 
in November, to reconstruct his 
Ministry, and to brmg in Signor 
Depretis as Minister of the Interior.. 
On May 15, 1881, the Cairoli 
Ministry, which had become un- 
popular owing to the aggressive- 
designs of the French in North 
Africa, resigned. The King sent- 
for Signor Sella, who endeavoured,, 
unsuccessfully, to form a Ministry 
which might reckon on a working 
majority. Signor Depretis was nesJ 
entrusted with the task, which hei 
promptly accomplished. 
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DEEBT (Earl or). The Eight i 
Hox. Edward Henbt Smith- j 
Stanley, eldest son of the four- | 
teenth earl of Derby, born at Elnows- ^ 
ley, July 21, 1826, was educated at j 
Eugby and at Trinity College, | 
Cambridge, where he took a First 
Class in Classics in 1818. His 
lordship, who was an unsuccessful 
candidate for Lancaster m March, 
1818, was during his absence in 
America elected Lord G. Bentinck's 
successor for Lynn Eegis, which he ' 
continued to represent as Lord 
Stanley until he succeeded to the 
peerage ; and having, after a tour I 
in the West Indies, returned to ' 
England, he delivered in the House 
of Commons, during the summer of 
1850, a very able speech on the 
subject of the sugar colonies. He | 
paid a visit to the East, and when ' 
in India was nominated, in March, 
1852, Under-Secretary of State for 
Foreign A:ffairs in Lord Derby^s 
first administration. In the spring 
of 1853 he submitted to the House 
of Commons a motion, which had 
for its object a more complete re- 
form of Indian affairs than that 
contemplated by the Coalition 
Cabinet. The death of Sir W. 
Molesworth, in 1855, having created 
a vacancy in the Coloni^ Office, 
Lord Palmerston, sensible of Lord 
Stanley's talents and popularity, 
offered him ihe seals of that de- 
partment ; but the latter, although 
understood to be ambitious of serv- 
ing his country as a minister of the 
Crown, remained true to his party, 
and declined the tempting proposal. 
He became Secretary of State for 
India, with a seat in the Cabinet, 
under Lord Derby's second admin- 
istration, in 1858-9, and it was 
under his superintendence that the 
management of our Indian empire 
was transferred from the Board of 
Directors of the East India Com- 
pany to the responsible advisers of 
her Majesty. His lordship was ap- 
pointed Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs in Lord Derby's 
third administration, in July, 1866, 


and the tact with which he con- 
ducted the negotiations for the 
settlement of the Luxemburg diffi- 
culty rendered him exceedingly 
popular. He held the seals of the 
Foreign Office until the accession 
of Mr. Gladstone to power in Dec. 
1868. His lordship was installed 
Lord Eector of the University of 
Glasgow, April 1, 1869. The deatE 
of his father on Oct. 23, 1869, trans- 
ferred him to the House of Peers, 
and he has since taken a prominent 
part in the discussions of that 
assembly. In Feb. 1874, when Mr. 
Disraeli formed his cabinet. Lord 
Derby was again entrusted with the 
seals of the Foreign Office. In 
consequence of the decision taken 
at the Cabinet Council of Jan. 23, 
1878, to send up the British fleet to 
Conitantmople, Lord Derby and 
Lord Carnarvon tendered their re- 
signations. That of Lord Carnar- 
von was accepted; but the order 
respecting the fleet having been 
countermanded, and expla^tions 
having been made with his col- 
leagues, Lord Derby consented to 
resume his post. But differences 
again arose between him and the 
oQier members of the Cabinet, and 
on March 28 he announced in the 
House of Lords that he had re- 
signed the office of Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs. Lord 
Beaconsfield stated on the same 
evening that Lord Derby had 
not differed from his colleagues 
with respect to the conditions 5iey 
had laid down for the Congress, but 
in reference to the measures they 
had adopted in view of its probable 
failure . In the debate in the House 
of Lords on the Eastern Question, 
April 8, 1878, Lord Derby took oc- 
casion to observe: — “I have been 
referred to .... as having resigned 
office in consequence of the o-allmgr 
out of the Eeserves. How I feel 
hound to tell your lordships that 
whatever I may have thought of 
I that step, it was not the sole, nmr 
indeed the principal reason for the 
differences that unf (artonately arose 
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between my col^agnes and myself. 
What the other masons are I cannot 
divulge until the'propositions of the 
Government from which I dissented 
are made feaown In the debate in 

the House of Lords on the Treaty of 
Berlin, July 18, 1878, he said: — 
When I quitted the Government 
in the last days of March, I did so 
because it was said it was necessary 
to seize and occupy the island of 
Cyrpus, together with a point upon 
the Syrian coast, and that was to 
be done by means of a Syrian expe- 
dition sent out from India, with or 
without the consent of the Sultan, 
although undoubtedly part of the 
arrangements was that full compen- 
sation should be made to the Sultan 
of any loss he might incur.'^ The 
correctness of this statement was 
however emphatically demed by the 
Marquis of Salisbury in the course of 
the same debate. In April, 1879, 
Lord Derby withdrew from the 
Lancashire Union of Conservative 
Associations in consequence of his 
disapproval of the foreign policy of 
the Government and his desire to 
remain aloof for a time from all 
party obligations ; and in Oct. 1879, 
it became Iniown tliat he had de- 
tached himself definitively from 
the Conservative organization. In 
a letter addressed to the Earl of 
Sefton, March 12, 1880, Lord Derby 
wrote: — "I have been long unwill- 
ing to separate from the political 
connection m which I was brought 
up, and with which, notwithstand- 
ing occasional differences on non- 
political questions, I have in the 
main acted for many years. But 
the present situation of parties and 
the avowed policy of the Conserva- 
tive leader in reference to foreign 
relations leave me no choice. I 
cannot support the present Govern- 
ment, and as neutrality, however 
from personal feelings I might 
prefer it, is at a political crisis an 
evasion of public duty, I have no 
choice except to declare myself, 
however reluctantly, ranked among 
their opponents " He was sworn 


in as Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, in Mr. Gladstone’s Admi- 
nistration, Dec. 16, 1882. The Earl 
of Derby was elected Lord Eector 
of the TJniversity of Edmburgh in 
Hov. 1874. Before his succession 
to the peerage his lordship served 
as a member of the Eoyal Commis- 
sion on Army Purchase in 1866-7 j 
of the Cambridge University Com- 
mission in 1856-60 ; of the Commis- 
sion on the Organization of the 
Indian Army in 1858-9 , Chairman 
of the Commission on the Sanitary 
State of the Indian Army in 1859-61 ; 
and of the Commission on Patents 
in 1863-4. 

DEEEY AND EAPHOE, Bishop 
OP. {B&q Alexander, Ds.) 

DEEYISH PASHA, a Turkish 
general and diplomatist, was born 
in the year 1223 of the Hegira 
(1817), iit Eyoub, a suburb of Con- 
stantinople, where his father exer- 
cised the functions of an Iman and 
primary school teacher. At the age 
of twelve he entered the preparatory 
School of Engineering which had 
been recently founded by the Sultan 
Mahmoud. He was one of the 
young Turks sent to Europe by that 
monarch to make special studies 
(1837). After spending several 
years in England, he proceeded to 
Paris, where he attended from 1839 
to 1842 the lectures in the School 
of Mines. On his return to his 
native country he was nominated 
Enginecr-in-Chief of the mines of 
Keban and Argana, in Asia Minor, 
and afterwards Projfe^or of Che- 
mistry and Physics In Ihe Military 
School of Constantinople. At a 
somewhat later,, date he became 
Director of the same school, with 
the rank of General of Brigade. 
He was advanced to the grade of 
General of Division in 1849, and 
was appointed Ottoman Commis- 
sioner for settling the frontier line 
between Turkey and Persia. On 
his return from this mission, which 
lasted nearly four years. Dervish 
was sent to the Danubian Prin- 
cipalities (1854) in the capacity of 
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Plenipotentiary, in order to rein- 
state the Hospodars, Hirbey and 
Ghika. The following year he was 
appointed chief commander of all 
the military schools of the Turkish 
empire,- and at the beginning of 
the year 1856 he was delegated by 
the Poi*te to attend the great coun- 
cil of war which had been sum- 
moned to assemble in Paris. After 
the treaty of March 30, he was 
nominated Commissioner of the 
Porte for the rectification of the 
frontiers of Bessarabia. When the 
new Sultan Abd-ul-Aziz created in 
Turkey a Special Administration 
of Mmes and Forests, he entrusted 
the direction of it to Dervish Pasha 
(Aug. 1861). The following year 
Dervish Pasha was engaged in the 
military operations which took place 
in Montenegro, and in concert with 
Husein Pasha, he compelled by a 
series of successful encounters in 
the field the Prinee Nicholas and 
his father Miako to sign the peace 
of Scutari in Aug. 1862. In Feb. 
1866, he was sent to Syria as special 
commissioner charged with the 
pacification of the Lebanon. In 
the Eussian war of 1878 Dervish 
Pasha was engaged in the military 
defence of Batoum, then besieged 
by the Eussians, under Prince 
Mirsky. The siege was efiectually 
repulsed j but it was finally stipu- 
lated by the treaty of peace con- 
cluded at Constantinople that Ba- 
toum should be ceded to Eussia. 
The civil governor of Batoum, how- 
ever, incited by the Lazis, 10,000 
of whom were in arms, to defend 
the place, refused to surrender it 
to the enemy ; and it became the 
task of Dervish Pasha to put down 
the Lazis, and to deliver Batoum 
over to the Eussians. Two years 
later, in 1880, he was called upon 
to perform a very similar act in the 
case of Dulcigno. The Albanian 
League were in arms to prevent the 
delivery of that Adriatic seaport 
to Montenegro in accordance with 
the decision of the European Con- 
ference. The repugnance of Turkey 


to execute this promise was at last 
overcome either by the naval de- 
monstration in the Adriatic, or by 
a menace of the seizure of the 
Customs revenues at Smyrna j and 
Dervish Pasha was then sent with 
a large Turkish force to put dovm 
the Albanian League. On April 20, 
ISSl, the opposition of the Alba- 
nians was completely crushed by 
the decisive victory he gained over 
10,000 troops of the League; and 
the rebellious Beys of Albania were 
mulcted in heavy sums of money 
with which tue Porte was content. 
At the beginning of June, 1882, 
a week before the deplorable riot , 
and massacre at Alexandria, the 
Sultan of Turkey sent Dervish 
Pasha as special commissioner to 
Egypt to settle the dispute between 
ihe EEedive, Tewfik Pasha, and 
Arabi Pasha, leader of the military 
party, who had again forced him- 
self on the Khedive as Minister of 
War. 

DESMAEEST, Eenest Leon 
Joseph, bom at Paris, May 17, 
1815, joined the bar in that city in 
1837. Having been appointed Hen- 
tenant of the National Guard in 
1848, for his services during the 
insurrection in June, he received 
the Cross of the Legion of Honour 
in August of that year, and for 
some i^e after the establishment 
of the Eepublic fulfilled the duties 
of Adjunct to the Mayor of the 2nd 
arrondissement. He is a member 
of the Council of the order of Bar- 
risters, and has distinguished him- 
self in numerous political eases in 
which he has had to plead. At the 
banquet given to M. Berryer, 
Nov. 8, 1^4, by the bar of Eng- 
land, M. Desmarest, as b^tonnier 
of the French bar, was present. 
After the eoUapse of the Empire in 
Sept. 1870, the Eepuhliean Govern- 
ment appointed Mm a member of 
the Council of State, which was 
temporarily substituted for the Im- 
periM Council. He was also elected 
Maire of the ninth arrondissement 
of Paris. When the insurrection 
z 
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of March 1871 broke out, he was 
returned to the Communist As- 
sembly by the Conservatives of his 
arrondissement, but he declined to 
take his seat. Since then he has 
resumed practice at the bar. He 
wrote in La France while M. Emile 
de G-irardin was editor of that jour- 
nal (1875-76). M. Desmarest is the 
author of " Be Constantine et de la 
Domination Fran^aise en Afrique,'" 
conjointly with M. H. Rodriguez, 
1837 ; Les Principes et les Hommes, 
Esquisses retrospectives,'^ 1810 , and 
'' Les Etats Provinciaux ; Essai sur 
la Decentralisation,” 1868. 

DE YERE, AtTBRET Thomas, a 
poet and political writer, third son 
of the late Sir Aubrey de Yere, 
Bart., of Curragh Chase, co. Limer- 
ick, was born in 1814, and educated 
at Trinity College, Dublin. He 
has published ^^The Waldenses , 
or the Pall of Eora : a lyrical tale,” 
184i2; ''The Search after Proser- 
pine, Recollections of Greece, and 
other Poems,” 1843 j " Poems, Mis- 
ceUaneous and Sacred,” 1853 j "May 
Carols,” 1857 and 1881 j " The 
Sisters } Inisfail j and other Poems,” 
1861 J " The Infant Bridal, and 
other Poems,” a selection from his 
poetry, 1864; "Irish Odes and other 
Poems,” 1869; "The Legends of 
St. Patrick,” 1872 ; "Alexander 
the Great, a Dramatic Poem,” 1874; 
" St. Thomas of Canterbury, a Dra- 
matic Poem,” 1876 ; " Legends of 
the Saxon Saints,” 1879 ; and " The 
Poray of Queen Meane, and other 
Legends of Ireland's Heroic Age,” 
1882. His prose works are : " Eng- 
lish Misrule and Irish Misdeeds,” 
1848; "Picturesque Sketches of 
Greece and Turkey,” 2 vols., 1850 ; 
" Ireland's Church Property and 
the right use of it,” 1867 ; " Pleas 
for Secularization,” 1867, "The 
Church Establishment of Ireland,” 
1867 ; " The Church Settlement of 
Ireland, or Hibernia Pacanc^,” 
1868 ; " Constitutional and Uncon- 
stitutional Political Action,” 1881. 
He edited in 1878 a correspondence 
on religious and philosophical 


subjects, under the title of " Proteus 
and Amadeus ” 

DEYON (Earl of). The Rioht 
Hon. William Reginall Courte- 
nay, was born April 15, 1807, and 
succeeded his father March 19, 
1859. The noble earl, who was 
educated at Westminster and Christ 
Ihurch, Oxford, was a Fellow of 
All Souls' College, Oxford, and is an 
Hanorary D C L of that University. 
He was called to the bar in 1832, 
and represented South Devon from 
July, 1841, till Jan , 1819. In the 
last-mentioned year he was ap- 
pointed a Poor-Law Inspector, 
which office he held until the latter 
part of 1850. From 1850 to 1859 
Lord Devon was Secretary of the 
Poor-Law Board. He was Chancel- 
lor of the Duchy of Lancaster in 
Lord Derby's third administration, 
from July, 1866, to May, 1867, 
and President of the Poor-Law 
Board from the latter date to Deo. 
1868 

DEYONSHIRE (Duke op). 
Sir William Cavbnpish, H.G., 
F.R.S , D.C.L., grandson of the 
late Earl of Burhngton, was born 
April 27, 1808, and educated at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where 
he graduated M.A. as second 
wrangler and Smith's prizeman in 
1829, in which year ho was returned 
as one of the members for the 
University of Cambridge. Rejected 
by this constituency in 1830, Lord 
Cavendish was returned for Maldon, 
and represented North Derbyshire 
from 1832 till he succeeded to the 
title of Earl of Burlington in May, 
1834. Lord Burlington, who was 
Chancellor of the University of 
London from 1836 to 1856, succeeded 
his cousin in the dukedom, Jan. 17, 
1858. His grace was appointed 
Lord-Lieutenant of Derbyshire in 
1858, and succeeded the late Prince 
Albert as Chancellor of the Univer- 
sity of Cambridge in 1862. Like 
his predecessor, the duke is a great 
patron of the fine arts and of 
literature, and is the head of one 
of the great Whig houses which 
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have figured so prominently in our 
liistory. 

DEWAE, James, M.A , , 

was bom in 1812 at Kincardine-on- 
Fortb, Scotland, and was educated at 
Dollar Academy and the University 
of Edinburgh. About 1SG3 he was 
appointed assistant to Dr. Lyon 
Playfair, then Professor of Che- 
mistry in the University of Edin- 
burgh, from whom he received his 
chemical training. Subsequently he 
studied at Q-hent, under the cele- 
brated Professor Auguste Kekerlie, 
now of Bonn. He was Demonstrator 
of Chemistry in the University of 
Edinburgh, Lecturer on Chemistry 
at the Dick Yeterinary College, and 
Chemist to the Highland and Agri- 
cultural Society. At present he is 
Jacksonian Pi’ofessor of Natural 
Experimental Philosophy^’ in the 
University of Cambridge, and Pul- 
lerian Professor of Chemistry in the 
Boyal Institution of Great Britain. 
He is M.A. of St. Peter’s College, 
Cambridge, and F.E S. of London 
and Edinburgh. Professor Dewar 
is the author of papers on organic 
and physical chemistry, viz., on 
“ The Oxidation Producte of Pico- 
line,” ''Transformation of Chino- 
line into Aniline,” " Physical Con- 
stants of Hydrogenien,” and 
" Specific Heat of Carbon at High 
Temperature.” He also published 
the well-known investigation on the 
"Physiological Action of Light,” 
in connection with Professor 
McKendrick of Glasgow, wherein 
the authors proved t^t the effect 
of light on the living retina is to 
produce a sudden alteration of its 
electrical condition; and this was 
proved to hold through the whole 
Animal world. 

DHULEEP SINGH, The Maha- 
rajah, G.C.S J., son of the famous 
Eunjeet Singh, the Eajah of the 
Punjaub,wasbominl838. Dhuleep 
was an infant when his father died, 
and the demoralized state of the 
regency and army induced the 
British ministry to annex the 
principality under certain condi- 


tions; one being that the young 
Maharajah should receive four lacs 
of rupees, equivalent to .£40,000 
sterling, per annum. Afterwards 
the Maharajah became a Christian, 
took up his abode m England, and 
was naturalized. Has mother, the 
notorious Eanee, also resided in 
tliis country until her death in 
1S63, but resisted steadfastly all 
persuasion to become a convert to 
Christianity. It was at one time 
supposed that the Maharajah would 
take for a wife the Princess Victoria 
of Coorg; but in 1864 he was 
married at the British Consulate 
at Alexandria, to a young Protes- 
tant lady, a British subject. The 
Maharajah has purchased an estate 
near Thetford, where he resides. 

DICEY, Edward, second son of 
the late T. E. Dicey, Esq., of Clay- 
brook Hall, Liecestershire, bom in 
May, 1832, was educated at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where he 
graduated B.A. in 1854. He has 
contributed to the Fortnightly 
BevieWy 8i. Paul’s, and Macmillan^s 
Magazine, and other periodicals, 
and was for some years a constant 
contributor to the Daily Telegraph, 
for which he has acted as special 
correspondent in different parts of 
the continent. While travelling 
in the East, Mr. Dicey was asked 
to undertake the editorship of the 
Daily JHews. He held this post for 
about three months in 1870, but 
left it, as he stated in a communi- 
cation which he addressed to the 
Spectator newspaper, "on account 
of a divergence of opinion between 
himself and its proprietary, as to 
the conditions under which he had 
accepted the editorship ” Imme- 
diately on quitting the Daily Neios 
Mr.Dicey was offerred,and accepted, 
the editorship of the Observer, a 
position which he now holds. He 
is the author of "A Memoir of 
CavouT;” "Eome in I860;” "The 
Schieswig-Holstem War,” 1864 ; 
"The Battle-fields of pab- 

H^ed in 1866; "A Month in 
Eussia during the Marriage of the 
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Czarewich/^ 1867 ; The Morning 
Land,^^ an account of three months' 
tour in the East;, 1870 ; and '^Victor 
Emmanuel " in the "" New Plutarch 
Series/' 1882. 

DICKINSON, Anna Elizabeth. 
bom in Philadelphia, Oct 28,^ 1842, 
She received her early education in 
the free schools of the Society of 
Friends, to which her family be- 
longed At the age of seventeen 
she left school, and for the next 
two years was a teacher. In Jan. 
1860, she made her first public 
speech at a Friends' Meeting in 
Philadelphia, "her subject being 
“Woman's Rights and Wrongs" 
From this period she was a frequent 
speaker in these meetings, usually 
upon temperance and slavery ‘'In 
the meantime she obtained a situa- 
tion in the United States Mint at 
Philadelphia, from which she was 
dismissed on account of some sharp 
remarks which she made respecting 
the battle of BaE's Bluff, one of 
the early engagements of the oml 
war. She then made lecturing her 
profession, speaking mainly on 
social and pohtical topics, and at- 
tracting large audiences. In 1868 
she published a novel, What 
Answer ? " continuing her career as 
a lecturer. About 1875 she resolved 
to enter upon the dramatic profes- 
sion as author and actress. She 
has brought out two plays, “ Mary 
Tudor" (1876), and “Anne Boleyn” 
(1877), in both of which she played 
the leading character, with only 
moderate success. In 1879 she 
published “ A Ragged Register of 
People, Places, and Opinions." 

DICKINSON, William How- 
ship, M.D., was born June 9, 1832, 
at Brighton, and educated at Cams 
College, Cambridge, and St George's 
Hospital, London He was ap- 
pointed Curator of the Pathological 
Museum, St George's Hospital, 1861, 
subsequently assistant physician 
and lecturer, assistant physician 
(1861), and subsequently physician 
(1869) to the Hospitsd for Sick 
Children. Dr. Dickihson was for 


merly Examiner in Medicine at the 
University of Cambrige and 
Honorary Secretary to the Patho- 
logical Society. He has made 
extensive researches in connection 
with pathology, physiology, and 
practical medicine, of which the 
following are the more important • 
— On the Action of Digitalis upon 
bhe Uterus, describing for the first 
Arne its contractile effect upon that 
organ (1855) , on the Pathology of 
the Kidney, distinguishing disease 
of the intertubular structm*es from 
that of the tubes, and asserting the 
intertubular origin of granular 
degeneration (1859, 1860, 1861) , on 
the Function of the Cerebellum, 
assigning to this organ an especial 
effect upon the lower limbs (1865) ; 
on the Nature of the so-called 
Amyloid or Lardaceous Degenera- 
tions, pointing out its connection 
with Suppuration and consequent 
loss of Alkali (1867) ; on the Nature 
of the enlargement of the Viscera 
which occurs in Rickets, showing 
the affection of these Organs to be 
analogous to tliat of the Bones 
(1869) ; on the Futility of Counter- 
irritation as a Method of Treat- 
ment; on the Changes produced 
in the Nervous System by the 
Amputation of Limbs ; on Chronic 
Hydrocephalus, pointing out the 
frequent origin of the disease m 
cranial relaxation; on Diabetes, 
showing the general presence of 
structural changes in the nervous 
system, and referring the symptoms 
to organic change, instead of, as 
hitherto, to functional derange- 
ment. Most of the preceding 
papers are published in the Trans- 
actions of the Medico-Chirurgical 
Society. Dr. Dickinson is also the 
author of a work On the Pathology 
and Treatment of Albuminuria," 
1869 ; and “Diseases of the Kidneys 
^d^Urinary Derangement," Part I., 

DIERINGER, Francis Xavier, 
D.D., Canon in Cologne Cathedral 
and Professor of Theology in the 
University of Bonn, was bom in 
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1811 at Eangendingeiij in Hohen- 
zoUem-Hecliingen^ and studied 
theology in the university of Tubin- 
gen. In 1835 he became teacher of 
Homiletics in Ereiburg; in 1840 
Professor of Theology in the 
Seminary at Spires , in 1843 
Professor in the same faculty at 
Bonn^ -where he still remains ,* and 
la-fcer University Preacher and 
Director of the Theological 
Seminary. Dr. Dieringer has 
written: "System der gottlichen 
Thaten des Christenthums,” 2 vols.^ 
May ence, 1811; '^Pulpit Discourses/^ 
2 vols j Mayence, 1844 j " St. Karl 
Borromaus und die Kirchenverbes- 
sei-ung seiner Zeiten/’ ColognejlS46; 
" Lehrbuch der Katholischen Dog- 
matic/' 3rd ed., Mayence, 1853. 
He also edits the journal entitled 
The Catholic. 

DILKE, SiB Charles Weht- 
woRTHj Bart.j M.P., was bom at 
Chelsea, Sept. 4, 1843, being son of 
the late Sir Charles Wen-tworth 
Dilke, and grandson of Charles 
Wentworth Dilke, the critic, both 
of whom were no-dced in previous 
editions of this work. He received 
his academical education at Trinity 
Hall, Cambridge, where he gra- 
duated as senior legalist in Jan. 
1866. In the same year he was 
called to the bar at the Middle 
Temple, and soon afterwards he 
proceeded to Canada and -the 
United States, where he -travelled 
alone for some months. At the end 
of Aug. 1866, he met at St. Louis 
MQr. Hepworth Dixon, with whom he 
crossed the Great Plains and Eocky 
Mountains, and visited -the Mormon 
cities. Parting at Salt Lake City > 
from Mr. Dixon, who returned to 
England, and shortly afterwards 
dedicated -to him Hew America,” 
l!ifc. Dilke passed on to Kevada and 
California, and, after a considerable 
stay at San IVancisco, sailed for 
Panama,and thence to Hew Zealand, 
Tasmania, and Australia, where he 
visi-ted aU the colonies, and gathered 
much information as to their 
political present and -fcheir prospects j 


of a great commercial future. 
Visiting Ceylon on his way, Mr. 
Dilke passed from West Australia 
to Madras and Calcutta, whence he 
crossed Upper India to Lahore, and 
returned -fco England by the Indus, 
Kurrachee, Bombay, and Egypt; 
thus completing the circuit of the 
globe. The result of those joumey- 
ings was the publication of "Greater 
Britain: a Eecord of Travel in 
E-ngligh -gpp fl.ldTig Countries during 
1866-7,” 2 vols., 1868 — a work 
which, treating -the new subject of 
the influence of race on government, 
and of climatic conditions upon 
race, had perhaps -the greatest 
success -that ever attended -the 
publication of an author’s first 
work. It passed through four 
editions in a single year in England, 
and, having been republished by 
two firms in America, has also 
passed -through a still larger number 
of editions there. One of its results 
was the election, in 1868, of its 
author, who is in politics a Eadical, 
to represent the new borough of 
Ghel^a. He was returned at the 
head of the poll, and by a majority 
I of nearly two -bo one over Dr. W. H. 
j Bussell, and was at -that time the 
youngest man who ever represented 
a metropolitan consti-tuency. In 
Parliament he chiefly speaks upon 
foreign, Indian, and colonial affairs. 
Sir Charles Dilke has succeeded 
his father and grandfa-ther in -the 
proprietorship of the Athenoeum, 
and is -understood -to have at one 
-time followed his grandfather’s 
example in assuming -Bie editorship 
himself. He is also the proprietor 
of Notes and QmrieSy and -the prin- 
cipal proprietor of -the Gardeners* 
Chronicle. Having in 1871 been 
attacked for holding Eepublican 
opinions, he admi-tted publicly 
that he had always preferred a 
Eepublican form of government to 
constitutional monarchy. EDls re- 
election at Chelsea was in conse- 
quence violently opposed in Eeb. 
1874, but he was again returned at 
the head of the poll. Also in 1874 
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lie published an anonymous satire, 
the authorship of which rematued 
a secret for four months. It was 
called The Fall of Prince Florestan 
of Monaco,” and passed through 
three editions, and was translated 
into French. In 1875 he published 
the works of his grandf a^er, with 
a memoir, under the title of " Papers 
of a Critic.” In the same year he 
again went round the world, and 
wrote on China and Japan in the 
monthly magazines. His chief 
legislative achievements have been 
the creation of School Boards, 
directly elected by the ratepayers 
(in place of committees of boards of 
guardians, as proposed by Mr W E. 
Forster), by an amendment of the 
Education Bill, the conferring of 
the municipal franchise on women ; 
the abohtion of the barbarous 
penalty of drawing and quartering , 
and, in 1878, the extension of the 
hours of polling at parliamentary 
elections in the metropolis by the 
measure known as ''' Bilkers Act.^^ 
On the formation of Mr. Gladstone’s 
administration in May, 1880, Sir 
Charles Bilke was appointed Under- 
secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs j and he held that office till 
Bee. 1882, when he was made 
President of the Local Government 
Board (with a seat in the Cabinet), 
in succession to Mr. Bodson, who 
had been transferred to the Chan- 
cellorship of the Buchy of Lancaster. 

BLLLMANH, Christian Fried- 
rich: Auoxtst, Ph.B., B.B., was 
bom April 25, 1823, at lUingen, in 
the district of Maulbronn, in Wur- 
temberg, and educated in the gym- 
nasium at Stuttgart, and the Lower 
Evangelical Theological Seminary 
at Schonthal. From 1840 to 1844 
he studied, philosophy, oriental 
philology, and theology, in the Uni- 
versity and in the Higher Theolo- 
gical Seminary at Tubingen. In 
the autumn of 1844 he passed the 
first theological official examination, 
and then devoted another year to 
the study of the oriental languages. 
In 1845 he became a parish vicar in 


Tersheim in the district of Vai- 
hingen in 'W urtemberg. From 1846 
to 1848 he made a scientific tour, 
visiting the libraries in Paris, and 
in London and Oxford, where he 
received from the authorities of the 
hbraries the proposal that he should 
draw up catalogues of their .Ethi- 
opic MSS. In April, 1848, having 
returned to Wurtemberg, he became 
Eepetent in the Theological Semi- 
nary at Tubingen, and discharged 
at the same time as such the pro- 
fessorate of Old Testament Exegesis 
in the umversity for the four years, 
during whidi, through the depar- 
ture of Ewald, the office was vacant. 
In 1852 he became Private Bocent 
in the Theological Faculty of the 
university of Tubingen; and in 1853 
was nominated by the King a Pro- 
fessor Extraordinary in the same 
Faculty. In 1854 he was called as 
Professor Extraordinary of Oriental 
Languages to the University of Kiel 
in Holstein (then belonging to 
Benmark), and on Bee. 2, 1859, was 
nominated by the Kmg a Professor 
in Ordinary in the same depart- 
ment. Here Professor BiUmann re- 
mained until in 1864 he accepted a 
call as Professor in Ordinary of 
Theology to the Univesrity of 
Giessen, in the Grand Duchy of 
Hesse, where he remained till Oct. 
1869, having in the meanwhile twice 
filled the Office of Rector of the 
University. In Oct 1869, he en- 
tered upon his new office as Pro- 
fessor in Ordinary of Old Testament 
Exegesis, in the Theological Faculty 
of the Metropolitical University of 
Berlin, which office he stiU holds. 
In May, 1846, he graduated as M.A. 
and PhD. in the University of 
Tubingen. In Oct 1862, Professor 
BiUmann received the honorary de- 
gree of B.B. from the University 
of Leipsic. The learned Professor 
has written or edited . Catalogus 
Codicum MSS Orientalium qui in 
MuseoBritannicoasservantur. Pars 
III. codices iEthiopicos continens. 
Londini, impensis curatorum Musei 
Britannici,” 1847 ; "Catalogus codi- 
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cum MSS. BibliotliecsB Bodlei- 
anae Oxoniensis. Pars. YII., codices 
-2EtIiiopici/^ 1848 5 Liber HenocK 
uEtbiopice, ad quinque codicum 
fidem editus cum variis lectioni- 
bus/^ Leipsic, 1851 j Tbe Book of 
Enoch translated and explained" 
(Das Buck Henoch, ubersetzt imd 
erklart von A. Dillmann, Leipsic, 
1853) j " Tbe Book of tbe Jubilees 
or tbe little G-enesis translated from 
tbe -Etbiopic and elucidated by 
Observations," in Ewald’s Year- 
book of Biblical Science (II 1849, 
pp. 230-256, and III. 1850-1851, pp. 
1-96, Gottingen) 5 and “ Tbe Chris- 
tian Adam-book of tbe Orient 
translated from tbe JBtbiopic,^' 
also in Ewald’s Jdhrbuch der Si5Zi- 
schen WissenscJiaft (V. 1853, pp. 1- 
144, Gottingen). Dr. Dillmann has 
also undertaken to edit tbe Old 
Testament in .ffitbiopic. Of this 
splendid work several portions have 
already been issued. In 1859 Pro- 
fessor Dillmann edited tbe Book of 
Jubilees in iEtbiopic. Already in 
1857 this indefatigable Orientalist 
bad pubbsbed his " Grammar of 
tbe .Etbiopic Language” (Gram- 
matik der Aetbiopiscben Spracbe) ; 
and in 1865 followed bis great work, 
tbe '^Lexicon Linguae .Etbiopicse 
cum indice Latino,^"* (Leipsic) in 
large quarto size with 1522 columns 
of letto-press. In 1866 came bis 
" Cbrestomatbia .ZBtbiopica edita 
et glossario explanata/' and in 1869 
bis commentary on tbe Book of Job, 
or Job newly Explained," for tbe 
third edition of lie ''Brief Exe- 
getical Handbook." Professor Dill- 
mann^s other works are too numer- 
ous to be mentioned here. He is a 
corresponding member of tbe Eoyal 
Society of Sciences in Gottingen, 
and a Chevalier of tbe Erst class of 
the Order of Merit of Philip tbe 
Magnanimous of Hesse. 

DINDOEF, William, critic and 
philologist, was bom in 1804, at 
Leipsic, where he was educated, and 
where he distinguished himself by 
bis ability and zeal in the study of 
classical literature, and was after- 


wards appointed Professor of Liter- 
ary History. He has pubbshed 
critical editions of Demosthenes, 
Aristotle, Atbeneeus, Procopius ; of 
tbe Greek Scholiasts to Ansto- 
pbanes, Demosthenes, Sophocles, 
and .Escbylus; the Poetse Scenici 
Grseci, Lucian, and Josephus. His 
editions are the received text-books 
of the Greek tragedians, as well as 
of Aristophanes and Aristotle, at 
Oxford. 

DITTMAE, William, an eminent 
chemist, bom April 14, 1833, at 
Dmstadt, near Darmstadt, was edu- 
cated at the Polytechnic School of 
Darmstadt. He passed his examina- 
tion there as apothecary (pharmar 
ceutist) in 1856. Subsequently he 
studied at Heidelberg tmder Bun- 
sen, who appointed him toanas- 
sistantship in his laboratory. After- 
wards he became assistant to Dr. 
H. E. Eoscoe in Owens College, 
Manchester. From 1861 to 1869 he 
was Chief Assistant in the chemical 
laboratory of the University of 
Edinburgh. In March, 1873, he 
was appointed Assistant Lecturer 
in Owens College; and in Sept., 
1874, Professor in Anderson^s Uni- 
versity, Glasgow. Professor Ditt- 
mar has published numerous chemi- 
cal papers on original researches. 
He is also the author of articles in 
Wattes Dictionary, and in Liebig's 
" HandwOrterbuch,” and of part of 
Jahreshericht itber die FortscJintte der 
Chemie for 1870. 

DOBSON, Hensy Austin, poet, 
son of Mr. George Clarisse Dobson, 
civil engineer, was bom at Plymouth 
Jan. 18, 1840. At the a^e of eight 
or nine he was taken by his parents 
to Holyhead, in the island of 
Anglesea; he was educated at 
Beaumaris, at Coventry, and finally 
at Strasburg, whence he returned, 
at the age of sixteen, with the 
intention of becoming a civil 
engineer . It was decided, however, 
that he should enter the civil 
service, and accordingly, in Dee. 
1856, he was appointed to a derkahip 
in ibe Board of Trade, where he haa 
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remained ever since. He has "been 
a first-class clerk for some years. 
When M.V Anthony Trollope first 
started his magazinej 8t. PauVs, in 
1868^ Mr. Dobson was one of the 
authors whom ne first introduced 
to the pubhc. In 1873 Mr. Dobson 
first collected his scattered lyrics 
in a volume dedicated to Mr. 
Trollope, and entitled “ Yignettes 
in Bhyme, and Vers de Societe.^' 
It was followed by "Proverbs m 
Porcelain in 1877. A selection 
from the "Yignettes in Ehyme^' 
was pubhshed at HewTork in 1880, 
and dedicated to Dr. Oliver Wendell 
Holmes. Mr. Dobson is also the 
author of a " Life of Hogarth," in 
the " Biographies of Q-reat Artists,'^ 
1879 ; chapter on " Illustrated 
Books," in the "Library" by 
Andrew Lang ("Art at Home 
Series"), 1881 j and "Eighteenth 
Century Essays," in the " Parch- 
ment Library," 1882. He was also 
one of the contributors to Ward’s 
"English Poets," 1880, to which 
he supplied the critical sketches of 
Prior, Praed, Q-ay, and Hood. Mr. 
Dobson has also contributed to the 
Comhillj Blachwoodj Centw^j Gen- 
fleman^s. Good Words, and other 
magazines. He was one of the 
first to introduce the Drench forms 
of verse now so popular in England 
and America — i e., Eondeau, Bal- 
lade, Yillanelle, and so forth, and 
he contributed a chapter on these 
forms to Mr. Davenport Adams’ 
" Latter Day Lyrics.’’ Mr. Dobson 
is writing the " Life of Fielding ’’ 
for Macmillan’s " English Men of 
Letters," the series edited by Mr. 
JohnMorley; and he has written 
a long study of Bewick, the artist 
and wood engraver, for the Century 
Magazine. He is now (1883) en- 
gaged upon a selection from Cow- 
per’s Letters for the "Parchment 
Library." 

DOBSOH, William Chajbles 
Thomas, E. A., was bom at Hamburg 
in 1817, being of English parentage 
on the male side only. His father, 
Mr. John Dobson, was for many 


years a merchant in Hamburg j 
but, having suffered severe losses, 
returned to London about 1826. 
The subject of this memoir had, 
from earliest childhood, evinced a 
great taste for drawing, which his 
friends fortunately encouraged. 
He began his studies from the 
antique in the British Museum 
about 1831, and was admitted a 
student of the Eoyal Academy in 
1836. In 1813 he was appointed 
head master of the Government 
School of Design at Birmingham, 
where he taught pattern-drawmg 
and flower-painting for two years. 
In 1846 he resigned this office and 
paid a visit to Italy ; and after his 
return from that country he ex- 
tended and diversified his course of 
study by proceeding to Germany, 
then the seat of an important 
movement in art. He was elected 
an Associate of the Eoyal Academy 
in 1860, and became an Academi- 
cian in Jan 1872. In 1870 he was 
elected an Associate of the Society 
of Painters in Water Colours, and 
in 1875 a member of the same 
Society. His principal pictures 
are : — " Tobias, with Eaphael, his 
guardian-angel, on their journey 
to Media," 1853 ; " The Charity of 
Dorcas," 1854 ; " The Alms Deeds 
of Dorcas," 1855, painted by com- 
mand of the Queen ; The Parable 
of the Children in the Market- 
place ” and " The Prosperous Days 
of Job,” 1856 ; " Eeading the 

Psalms," 1867, in the possession of 
the Baroness Burdett-Coutts , and 
" The child Jesus going down with 
his Parents to Nazareth," 1857, also 
in that lady’s pbssession, "Dairy 
Tales," " The Holy Innocents," and 
" Hagar and Ishmael sent away," 
1858 ; " Also he (David) bade them 
teach the children of Judah the 
use of the bow” (2 Samuel, chap i.), 
and " Der Eosenkranz," 1859 , " Die 
Heimkehr,” " The Plough," " Beth- 
lehem," and " Emilie aus Gorwitz," 
1860 5 "Drinking Dountain,"

BODGE, Mary Abigail (known j 
by her pseudonym of " Gail Hamil- 
ton/’ made up of the last syllable 
of her Christum name and the place } 


of her birth), bom at Hamilton, 
Massachusetts, about 1830. In 
1851, and for two or three years 
thereafter, she was a teacher of 
physical science in the public High 
School at Hartford, Connecticut. 
She was at this time a contributor 
to several periodicals. She became 
a frequent writer for the Atlantic 
Monthly soon after its establish- 
ment, and has continued to write 
for that and other magazines and 
papers to the present time. She 
has published: "Country Living 
and Country Thinking,” 1862 ; 
" Gala Bays,” 1863 ; " Stumbling 
Blocks,” 1864; "A New Atmo- 
sphere,” 1865; "Skirmishes and 
Sketches,” 1865 ; Eed-Letter Bays

! DOBSON, The Bight Hon. John 
^ George, M.P., only son of the late 
I Eight Hon. Sir John Dodson, by 
' Frances Priscilla, daughter of 
I George Pearson, Esq., M.B. was bom 
in 1825. He was educated at Eton ; 
where he gained the Prince Con- 
sort’s prizes for modem languages 
in 1841 and 1842, and at Chnst 
Church, Oxford, where he took a 
first-dass in classics in 1847. He 
was called to the bar at Lincoln’s 
I nn in 1853 He unsuccessfully 
contested East Sussex in the Libert 
interest in July, 1852, and March, 
1857; was first elected for East 
Sussex in April, 1857, and sat for 
that constituency till Feb. 1874. 
He sat for Chester from the last 
date till April, 1880, when he was 
unseated on petition. After the 
election, which was declared void. 
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lie Lad been re-elected, on Hs 
acceptance of the post of President 
of the Local Government Board, 
and consequently he remained a 
Member of Parliament, although 
he could neither sit nor vote. He 
has sat for Scarborough since July, 
1880. Mr. Dodson was Chairman 
of Committees of the whole House 
from Peb. 1865, till April, 1872 , 
Financial Secretary to the Treasury 
from Aug. 1873, to Feb. 1874 ; and 
President of the Local Government 
Board from April, 1880, till Dec. 
1882, when he was appointed Chan- 
cellor of the Duchy of Lancaster. 
He married in 1856, Florence, se- 
cond daughter of Mr. W. J. Cam- 
pion, of Danny, Sussex. 

DOLBY, (See Sainton-Dolbt.) 

DOLLIHGEB, John Joseph 
loNATins, a theologian and histo- 
rian, born at Bamberg, in Bavaria, 
Feb. 28, 1799, became chaplain to 
the diocese of Bamberg almost im- 
mediately after receiving priest's 
orders in 1822. In 1826 he pub- 
lished a wort on “The Doctrine of 
the Eucharist during the Fu’st 
Three Centuries,” and was the same 
year invited to lecture before the 
University of Munich, on the His- 
tory of the Church The substance 
of his lectures before that institu- 
tion was published in his “ Manual 
of the History of the Church,” in 
1828 ; and in a more extended form 
in his “Treatise on the History of 
the Church,^' which appeared in 
1838. In 1845 Deliver turned his 
attention to pohtics, and repre- 
sented the University of Munich in 
the Bavarian Parliament, and in 
1851 was a delegate to^that of 
Franldort, where he voted for the 
absolute separation of the Church 
from the State. In 1861 he deli- 
vered some lectures advocating the 
abandonment of the temporal power 
by the Holy See, and he is the 
author of Origins of Christianity,” 
published in lfe3-5, “TheBeligion 
of Mahomet,” in 1838 j “The Be- 
formation; its Interior Develop- 
ment and its Effects,” in 1846-8; 


A Sketch of Luther,” in 1851; 
“The Church and the Churches; 
or, the Papacy and the Temporal 
Power,” of which a translation ap- 
peared in England in 1862 ,* 
and several pamphlets. More 
recently Dr. Dollinger has obtained 
a world-wide notoriety by his per- 
sistent opposition to the decrees of 
the Vatican Council, and especially 
to that one which declares the Pope 
to be infallible when addressing 
the Church ex cathedrO, on questions 
of faith and morals. Dr. Dollinger 
has, in fact, become the acknow- 
ledged leader of all who, within the 
Church, are disaffected towards the 
Holy See. His conduct was ap- 
proved by the Bavarian Govern- 
ment, although he was, on April 
18, 1871; formally excommunicated 
by the Ajrchbishop of Munich. The 
University of Oxford conferred on 
him the degree of D.C.L., Jan. 6, 
1871} and on the 29th of the fol- 
lowing month he was elected Bector 
of the University of Munich by 
fifty-four votes against six. In 
1872 the King of Bavaria decorated 
Dr. Dollinger with the Order of 
Merit, and the University of Edin- 
burgh conferred upon him the 
honorary degree of LL.D. He was 
appointed ftesidept of the Boyal 
Academy of Science at Munich in 
succession to Baron Liebig, in May, 
1873. Early in the following year 
the Emperor rewarded him for his 
opposition to the Catholic party by 
conferring upon him the Order of 
the Bed Eagle, second class Dr. 
Dollinger presided over the “Old 
Catholic” conference convened at 
Bonn, in Sept. 1874; when it ap- 
peared that his views on ecclesias- 
tical subjects had been greatly 
developed since his rupture with 
the Church, as he frankly declared 
that he and his colleagues did not 
consider themselves bound by the 
Council of Trent. He also intro- 
duced a declaration, which was 
adopted unanimously, that the 
Eu^aristic celebration in the 
Church is not a continuous repeti- 
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tion or renewal of the great pro- 
pitiatory Sacrifice. Dr. Dollinger^s 
latest work, "Prophecies and the 
Prophetic Spirit in the Christian 
Era: an Biistorical Essay was 
translated into English by Mr. 
Alfred Plummerj 1873. 

DOMETTj Alfred, C M.G-., son 
of Mr. Nathaniel Domett, was bom 
at Camberwell Grove, Surrey, May 
20, 1811. He matriculated at Cam- 
bridge in 1829 as a member of St. 
John^s College, but after three 
years' residence he left the univer- 
sity without graduating. In 1832 
he published a volume of poems 
He then travelled in America for a ^ 
couple of years, and after his return 
to London about 1836-7, he contri- 
buted some poetical effusions to 
Blackwood/ s Magazine. One of these, 
" A Christmas Hymn,” was greatly 
admired, and has been frequently 
reprinted. Mr. Domett afterwards 
spent two years in Italy, Switzer- 
land, and other continental 
countries. He was called to the 
bar at the Middle Temple in 1841. 
Having purchased some land of the 
New Zealand Company, he went 
among the earliest settlers to New 
Zealand, in May 1842. On the in- 
troduction of the new Constitution, 
framed by Lord Grey in 1848, Mr. 
Domett was appointed Colonial 
Secretary for the province of New 
Munster, and in 1851 he became 
Secretary for the whole of New 
Zealand. Later he resigned both 
these ofS.ces, and for a time ac- 
cepted an inferior appointment, 
though with far more arduous 
duties, as Commissioner of Crown 
Lands, and Eesident Magistrate at 
Hawke’s Bay. Afterwards he was 
chosen to represent the town of 
Nelson in the House of Eepresen- 
tatives, and in 1860 he was re- 
elected to the same post In 1862, 
when affairs in New Zealand were 
in a most critical position, Mr. 
Domett was called upon to form a 
Government, and he succeeded in 
doii^ so. After the resignation of 
his Government, he was appointed 


Secretary for Crown Lands, with a 
seat in the Legislative Council ; 
and to this there was added the 
post of Commissioner of Old Land 
Claims. In 1865 he became Ee- 
gistrar General of Land, and five 
years afterwards he was requested 
I to undertake the Administration of 
I Confiscated Lands. For the signal 
services rendered by him to the 
colony of New Zealand, he was 
created a Companion of the Order 
of SS. Michael and George (1880). 
He retired from public duties in 
1871, and returned to England. 
Soon after reaching this country 
he published Eano^ and Amohia, 
a South-Sea Day Dream ” (1872), a 
poem descriptive of the scenery of 
New Zealand, and of the habits, 
legends, and character of the Maori 
mhabitmts In 1877 he published 
a volume of poems, under the title 
of Flotsam and Jetsam, Ehymes 
Old and New.” His other works 
are "Teniee,” a poem (1839); 
"Narrative of the IVairau Massa- 
cre,” published by the New Zealand 
Company (1843) ; " Petition to the 
House of Commons for the Eecall 
of Governor Fitzroy,” published 
by the s^e company ; and " Ordi- 
nances of New Zealand, classified,” 
published by the New Zealand 
Government (1850). 

DONALDSON, James, M.A., 
LLJ3., FJt.S.E., born April 26, 
1831, at Aberdeen, was educated 
at the Grammar School and Maris- 
chal College nnd University in 
Aberdeen, New College in London, 
and the University of Berlin. He 
was appointed Greek tutor m Edin- 
burgh University in 1852, Sector 
of the High School of Stirling in 
1854, Classical Master in the High 
School of Edinburgh in 1856, Sector 
of the same school in 18^, and 
Professor of Humanity in the Uni- 
versity of Aberdeen in 1881. He 
has published a Modern Greek 
Grammar for the use of Classical 
Students,” 1853 ; " Lyra Graeca : 
Specimens of the Greek Lyric Poets 
from Oallinus to Soutsos,” with 
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Critical Notes and a Biographical 
IntrodnctioBj 1854; Critical His- 
tory of Christian Literature and 
Doctrine from the Death of the 
Apostles to the Nicene Council/^ 
3 vols., 1864-66 , “ The Ante-Nicene 
Christian Library,” edited by him 
in conjunction with the Bev. Alex- 
ander BobertSj D D , 24 vols , 1867- 
72 ; the article "G-reek Language” 
in Kitto's Cyclopasdia,” 3rd edit ; 
'"Lectures on the History of Edu- 
cation m Prussia and England, and 
on kmdred topics,” 1874 ; the article 
“■Education” in ChamlDers’s “In- 
formation for the People,^' 1874, a 
paper “ On the Expiatory and Sub- 
stitutionary Sacrifices of the 
Greeks,” read before the Poyal 
Society of Edmburgh, May 17, 1875 ; 
and articles on the Characters of 
Plautus, on the Position of W omen 
in Ancient Greece, and on Univer- 
sity Reform m the Coniemporary 
Review, Besides these, he edited 
the Museum, or EngUsh Journal of 
Education, for several years, and 
he has contributed to the “I3ncy- 
clopsedia Britannica” and to various 
periodicals. 

DONALDSON, Thomas Leveb- 
TON, Ph D., Emeritus Professor of 
Architecture in London University 
College, member of the Institute of 
Prance, and numerous other foreign 
academies of the fine arts, and ex- 
President of the Eoyal Institute of 
British Architects (1864), the son of 
an architect, w-as bom Oct. 17, 1795 
Early in his professional life he pur- 
sued his studies for five years in 
France, Italy, and Greece, and be- 
came a writer, and afterwards a 
lecturer, on architectural sub] ects, — 
a branch of learning in wmch his 
name stands deservedly high. He 
is the author of numerous works; 
among which the most remarkable 
are, “A Collection of the most ap- 
proved Examples of Door-ways, from 
ancient and modem Buildings in 
Greece and Italy,” 1833; “Pompeii 
Illustrated,” 1837 ; “The Temple of 
Apollo Epicurus at Bassa, with other 
Antiquities of Peloponnesus, illus- 


trated,” in the supplementary 
volume of Stuart^s Athens,- 1838; 
“Architectural Maxims and Theo- 
ries,” 1847; “Architectura Numis- 
matica,” 1859; besides numerous 
articles in the Transactions of the 
Eoyal Institute of British Archi- 
tects, and various pamphlets ; a 
“ Handbook of Specifications, or 
Practical Guide to the Architect 
and Surveyor,” 1860. On his re- 
tirement from the Professorship at 
London University College in 1864, 
his professional brethren and pupils 
struck a medal “to commemorate 
his long and zealous services in 
promoting the study of architec- 
ture,"” and two silver impressions 
are given annually as prizes in the 
classes of architecture and con- 
struction at that college He was 
architect of Trmity Church and 
University College Hall, Gordon 
Square ; of Brompton Church, Lon- 
don; of various houses, churches, 
schools, &c., in the country ; and of 
the Flaxman Hall and Library, Uni- 
versity College. He was awarded 
the Eoyal Gold Medal of the E I ,B A. 
in 1851, and a great gold medal of 
honoim at the French Universal 
Exhibition, 1855. The King of the 
Belgians conferred on Professor 
Donaldson the rank of Chevalier of 
the Order of Leopold in 1872. 

DOO, Geoboe Thomas, retired 
E.A,, engraver, was born in Jan. 
1800. Having studied under the 
best masters, he produced, in 1824, 
his first published engraving, “The 
Duke of York, after Sir Thomas 
Lawrence,” for which he was ap- 
pointed engraver to his royal high- 
ness. He went to Paris in 1825,. 
and worked in the atelier of Suisse ; 
visited the school of Gros, and 
learned his manner of teaching his. 
pupils to draw the human figure.. 
On his return home he assisted in 
the formation of an academy in the 
Savoy, for the study of the life 
model and the best examples of the 
antique, which lasted for some 
years. He lectured on engraving, 
its history, theory, and practice, at 
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Kensington Museum and Harrow^ 
and at different places upon the 
dawn and maturity of pamting in 
ancient G-reece ; on the revival of 
painting in Italy in the twelfth 
centm’y, and subsequently in Wes- 
tem Europe. Mr. Doo was ap- 
pointed Historical Engiaver in Or- 
dinary to William lY. in 1836, and 
to Queen Yictona in 1842. He is a 
member of the Society of Arts, 
A m sterdam ; of the Academy of 
Erne Arts, Pennsylvania ; member 
of the Imperial Academy of St. 
Petersburg, Corresponding Member 
of the Academy of Parma. He was 
elected an associate of the Eoyal 
Academy in 1855, and a Eoyal 
Academician in 1856. Mr. Doo, 
like other eminent engravers, has 
often been engaged in translating 
the works of others j and his mas- 
terly transcripts of Eaffaelle^s In- 
fant Christ and Correggio^s '^Eeee 
Homo,” in our Nation^ Gallery; 
of Lawrence's ^^Calmady Children,” 
entitled “ Nature his Lady Meade, 
Lord Eldon, and Etty's noble “ Com- 
bat,” deserve special mention. His 
^^Ehiox Preaching,” after Wilkie, 
is the plate whidb has, perhaps, 
gained him most fame. Pilgrims 
in Sight of the Holy City,” after 
Eastlake, is another fine s^cimen 
of his art. He completed, in 1864, 
a large engraving of the great pic- 
ture of the " Eaising of Lazarus,” 
by Sebastian del Kombo, in the 
National Gallery, intended to form 
one of the series of plates after 
Eaffaelle, Titian, and Yolterra, by 
Morghen, Anderloni, Schiavoni, 
Desnoyers, and Toschi. To this 
work he devoted eight years. He 
engraved Yandyck's "Gevartius” 
and five other plates for the " Na- 
tional Gallery Work,” and six for 
the Elgin work published by the 
British Museum, with various pub- 
lished and private plates besides. 
In 1860 he was appointed chairman 
of the committee of Class 40 (en- 
gravings and etchings) of the Lon- 
don International Exhibition of 
1862, and was chosen one of the 


four representatives of the Royal 
Academy of the Congres Artistique, 
held at Antwerp ; in 1861 he was 
elected President of the Artists' 
Annuity Fund ; and in 1863 he gave 
evidence before the Eoyal Academy 
Commission, held at Westminster. 
The large engraving of "The Rais- 
ing of Lazarus,” and the " Portrait 
of Mrs. HoUond,” after Ary Scheffer, 
were exhibited at the Eoyal Aca- 
demy in 1864, and at the Paris 
International Exhibition in 1867 
his " St. Augustine and St. Monica,” 
after the same painter. 

DOENEE, Isaac August, D.D., 
a Lutheran divine, bom at Neuhau- 
sen-ob-Eck (Wurtemberg), June 20, 
1809, after completing his studies 
at Tubingen, returned to his native 
village, and officiated as curate 
under his father, who was pastor 
of the parish. He subsequently 
visited Holland and England, in 
order to make himself acquamted, 
by personal observation, with the 
condition of the Protestant sects in 
those countries ; and since then he 
has occupied in succession the 
chairs of Divinity at Tubmgen 
(1838), Kiel (1839), Konigsberg 
(1840-49), Bonn (1847), and Berlin. 
He is a Councillor of the Upper 
Consistory. Dr. Domer is weU 
known as a contributor to Herzog's 
" Encyclopadie fur Protestantische 
Theologie,” and as the author of 
several theological works, the prin- 
cipal one being entitled The His- 
tory of the Development of the 
Doctrine of the Person of Christ,” 
Stuttgart, 1839 ; 2nd edit., 2 vols , 
1854. An English translation, by 
D. W. Simon, was published in 2 
vols., 1859, and forms the 10th and 
11th volumes of Clark’s "Porei^ 
Theological Library.” His "Bus- 
tory of Protestant Theology, par- 
ticularly in Germany, view^ ac- 
cording to its Fundamental Move- 
ment, and in connexion with the 
Religious, Moral, and InteUectnal 
Life,” h^ been translated into 
English by the Eev. George Rob- 
son, M.A., and Sophia Taylor, 2 
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vols., Edinbtixgli, 1872 j Dr. Dor- | 
ner is co-editor of the Jahrbucher 
far deutsche Theolog^e, 

DOUG-LAS, The Hon. and 
H iG-HT Rev. Ahth^ib Gascoigne, 
Bishop of Aberdeen and Orkney, 
is the youngest son of George 
Sholto, late Earl of Moi’ton, by 
Frances Theodora, eldest daughter 
of the late Right Hon Sir George 
Henry Rose, G 0 H., of Sandhills, 
Hants He was bom in January, 
1827. He graduated at University 
College, Durham, talcing his B A. 
degree in 1849, and proceeding 
M.A in 1850, in which year he was 
ordained deacon by Dr. Maltby, 
Bishop of Durham. He was ad- 
mitted into priesfs orders by the 
Bishop of Worcester, m 1851. 
Having held for a short time the 
curacy of Kidderminster, Mr. Dou- 
glas was appointed in 1855 to the 
rectory of St. Olave, Southwark, 
and in the following year was col- 
lated to the rectory of Scaldwell, 
Northamptonshire, which hving he 
held till 1872, when he accepted 
the vicarage of Shapwiok, in the 
diocese of Salisbury. On May 1, 
1883, he was consecrated, in the 
church of St. Andrew, Aberdeen, 
to the Scottish Episcopal Bishopric 
of Aberdeen and Orkney, in suc- 
cession to the late Bishop Suther. 
He married, in 1855, Anna Maria 
Harriett, youngest daughter of the 
late Mr. Richard Richards, of 
Caerynwch, Merionethshire. 

DOUGLAS, Robert Kennawat, 
was born Aug. 23, 1838, at Lark- 
bear House, near Ottery St. Mary, 
Devon, and educated at a private 
school at Bath, and at the Bland- 
ford Grammar School. He was ap- 
pointed by the Foreign Office Stu- 
dent Interpreter in the China 
Consular Service in 1868 ; in 1860 
he became Secretary to the Allied 
Com mi ssion for the Government of 
the City of Canton; was tempo- 
rarily attached to Her Britannic 
Majesty^s Legation at Peking in 
1861 ; was the same year appointed 
Interpreter on the staff of General 


Sir Charles Staveley, K.C.B. ; was 
appointed Acting Vice-Consul at 
Taku in 1862, which post he held 
until his return to England on 
leave in 1861. In the following 
year he resigned Ins appointment 
in the Consular Service in order to 
take up the post of Assistant of 
the Upper Section of the 1st class 
in the Library of the British 
Museum, with special charge of 
the Clunese and Japanese Libra- 
ries , was promoted to the office of 
Assistant Keeper in 1880, with the 
additional charge of the Sub- 
Department of Maps , was ap- 
pomted Professor of Chinese at 
King's College, London, in 1873. 
Professor Douglas is the author 
of Two Lectures on the Language 
and Literature of Chma," 1875 ; 

The Life of Jenghiz Khan,'' 1877 ; 
^^Confucianism and Taonism," 1880; 
"China," 1882. He was honorary 
Secretary to the International 
Congress of Orientalists during the 
session in London in 1874, and 
edited the " Proceedings he also 
represented England, at the session 
held at St. Petersburg in 1876. 
He compiled and edited a catalogue 
of the Chinese books and manu- 
scripts in the British Museum, 
which was printed by order of the 
Trustees in 1876. He is the author 
of several articles on China and the 
Far East, in the new edition of the 
" Encyclopaedia Britannica he 
has also contributed linguistic and 
other articles relating to the same 
subjects in the periodicals of the 
day. Professor D ouglas is a governor 
of Dulwich College. 

DOUGLAS, Sir William Fet- 
TBs, P.R.S.A., son of Mr. James 
Douglas, banker of Edinburgh, by 
Martha Brook, grand-niece of Sir 
William Fettes, Bart, (founder of 
the Fettes College), was born at 
Edinburgh March 29, 1822. He 
received his education at the Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh. At the age 
of twenty-one he first exhibited at 
the Royal Scottish Academy, and 
since that period he has continued 
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regularly to send ids works to the 
annual exhibitions. In 1877 he 
was appointed principal Curator of 
the National Gallery of Scotland, 
which post he resigned on being 
elected President of the Eoyal 
Scottish Academy Jan. 30, 1882. 
He was knighted by the Queen at 
Windsor May 17, 18S2 
DOUGLASS, Pbedeeick, bora a 
slave (of a white father), at Tucka- 
hoe, Maryland, about 1817. When 
about nine years old, his master 
lent " him to one of his relatives, 
from whom he received kind treat- 
ment, and learned to read and 
write. In 1832 he was purchased 
by a Baltimore shipbuilder, and 
employed, first as a waiter on the 
workmen, and afterwards as a 
shipcaulker, paying his owner three 
dollars a week, and retaining the 
remainder of his earnings. After 
serving in this way for some years, 
he m^e his escape in Sept. 1838, 
and reached New Bedford, Massa- 
chusetts. Encouraged by William 
Lloyd Garrison in his efforts at 
self-education, he soon developed 
such power as an orator, that the 
opponents of slavery felt that he 
could serve their cause as a public 
lecturer. In 1841 he was employed 
by the American Anti-Slavery 
ScK3iety as one of their lecturers, 
and soon drew crowds to hear his 
portraitures of slavery. In 1845 
he published '^My Bondage and 
my Freedom,^' an autobiography, 
which he re-wrote and enlarged in 
1855, and a^ain in 1881. In 1859 
he came to England, where his 
eloquence attracted great atten- 
tion. BKs friends here raised jei50, 
which was sent to Ms former mas- 
ter, and his legal emancipation 
thereby secured. After some years 
he removed to Eochester, New 
York, where he established a weekly 
newspaper, named Fred. Douglass's 
Paper, and subsequently The J^orth 
Btar. He was often consulted by 
President Lincoln in regard to the 
interests of the coloured race. In 
1870 he commenced at Washington 


the publication of a journal en- 
titled The Xew National Era. In 

1871 he was appointed Secretary of 
the Commission to Santo Domingo, 
and upon Ms return was made a 
member of the TeiTitorial Council 
of the District of Columbia In 

1872 he was chosen a Presidential 
Elector for the State of New York ; 
and from 1877 to ISSl was U. S. 
Marshal for the District of Co- 
lumbia. Since May, ISSl, he has 
held no official position. 

DOVEE, Bishop or. (See 
Parry.) 

DOW, Neal, an ardent advocate 
of total abstinence, was bom in 
Portland, Maine, in 1803, of Quaker 
parentage. While a member of the 
State legislature in 1851 he secured 
the passage of what is known as 
the “ Maine Law,” wMch proMbits, 
under severe^ penalties, the sale of 
all intoxicating liquors. He baa 
been twice mayor of his native city, 
and served in the Civil War as "a 
brigadier -general of volunteers, 
commanding in the department of 
theGuH. 

DOWN, CONNOE, and DEO- 
MOEE, Bishop op. (See Knox, Dr.) 

DOWSE, The Eight Hon. 
Eichabd, is the son of the late Mr. 
William H. Dowse, of Dimgannon, 
CO. Tyrone, by Maria, daughter of 
the late !Mr. Hugh Donaldson, of 
the same place. He was bora in 
Jime, 1824, and received Ms early 
education at the Eoyal School, 
Dungannon j he afterwards went to 
Trinity College, Dublin, where he 
was a sizar, scholar (1S4S), and 
first honour man. He graduated 
as B.A. in 1850. In 1852 he was 
called to the bar in Ireland, and 
was nominated a QueeMs Counsel 
in Feb. 1863. He was returned to 
Parliament m the Liberal interest 
as member for Ijondonderry, at the 
general election of Nov. 1868, and 
in the following year received Ihe 
appointment of Queen's Serjeant in 
Irel^d. In 1870 he became Soli- 
citor-Gteneral, on Mr. Barry being 
promoted to the Attorney-General- 
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sidp, and lie was then re-elected for 
Londonderry. As Mr. Barry failed 
to ohtain a seat in Parliament 
during his tenure of the office of 
Attorney-General, Mr. Bowse took 
a prominent part in all the debates 
on Irish subjects during the ses- 
sions of 1870 and 1871, and mate- 
rially assisted the Government in 
the defence of their legislative 
measures affecting the sister king- 
dom. On Mr. Bany being elevated 
to the judicial bench, Mr. Dowse 
succeeded him as Attorney-General 
for Ireland in Jan 1872 Mr Dowse 
withdrew from pohtical life m Nov 
1872, on being appointed a Baron 
of the Court of Exchequer in Ire- 
land, in the room of the late Mr. 
Baron Hughes. Mr. Bowse is a 
member of the Boyal Dublin So- 
ciety, and a PeUow of the Zoologi- 
cal and Boyal Geological Societies 
of Ireland. 

BOYLE, Sm Erancis HAstinos 
Charles, Bart., bom Aug. 22, 1810, 
at Nunappleton, near Tadcaster, 
Yorkshire, being son of the first 
baronet ; was educated at Eton and 
Christ Church, Oxford. He was 
appointed Receiver-General of Cus- 
toms in 1846, a Commissioner of 
Customs in 1870, and Professor of 
Poetry at Oxford in 1867, being re- 
elected June 20, 1872. He ceased 
to be Professor in 1877 on the ex- 
piration of the second term of five 
years" tenure of the chair. To- 
gether with the professorship, he 
held a fellowship of AU Souls" Col- 
lie. He has pubhshed at different 
times a certain amount of poetry — 
not more rmsuceessful than that of 
many other contemporary writers 
of verse — and three lectures on 
poetry in 1869. 

DOYLE, Henry, O.B , is the 
third son of the late Mr. John 
Boyle (author of the ^^H. B.” 
politick sketches) by Marianne, 
daughter of Mr. James Conan, of 
Dublin. He was bom in 1827, and 
educated as an artist. On the 
recommendation of Cardinal Wise- 
iiian he was appointed Commis- 


sioner for Rome at the International 
Exhibition of 1862 in London, and 
for his services in that capacity 
was nominated a Knight of the 
Order of Pins IX He was Art 
Superintendent of the International 
Eij^bition of 1865, in Buhlm ; and 
honorary secretary of the National 
Portrait Gallery in connection with 
that of 1872, in the same city He 
I was elected by the Board of Gover- 
I nors Director of the National 
Gallery of Ireland, in 1869, on the 
death of Mr. George Mulvany, 
R.H.A., the first holder of that 
office. He was also a member of 
the Committee of Advice for the 
three special exhibitions of national 
portraits from 1866 to 1868, and he 
is a member of the Royal Hibernian 
Academy. In 1880 he was nomi- 
nated s; Companion of the Order of 
the Bath. He married iu 1866 
Jane, daughter of the Right Hon. 
Hicholas Ball, one of the Judges of 
the Court of Common Pleas in Ire- 
land. 

BOYLE, Richard, artist, bom 
in London, m 1826, is a son of Mr. 
John Boyle, a gentleman of Irish 
extraction, and the reputed author 
of the celebrated H. B."" sketches. 
He first attracted attention by his 
sportive and graceful designs from 
the life and manners of the day, in 
Punch, to which he was a constant 
contributor for several years j but. 
m 1850 he severed this connection 
in consequence of its incessant 
attacks upon his Roman Catholic 
bretlmen, and especially upon 
Cardinal Wiseman. By this step 
he voluntarily sacrificed, for con- 
science" sake, what was in itself a 
secure and handsome income. Mr. 
Boyle"s fancy and feelii^ have been 
shown in his illustrations to the 
" Eairy Ring,"" to Leigh Hunt"s ‘^"Jar 
of Honey,"" to Ruskin"s King of the 
Golden River,” to Montalba"s "Fairy 
Tales from ill Nations,"" to "Jack 
the Giant-killer,"" and to similar 
books. In 1854 he published "The 
Contmental Tour of Messrs. Brown, 
Jones, and Robinson,"" eontribu- 
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ted tlie illustrations to The IS'ew- 
comes,” by his friend Thackeray, 
and some capital sketches of 
modem English society to the Gorn- 
hxll Magazine. Mr. Doyle pub- 
lished a Christmas book for 1869, 
called "In Fairy Land: Pictures 
from the Elf World.*' 

DEAKE, Sm WhiLiam Eicttabb, 
F.S.A , bom in 1817, was brought 
up to the legal profession, and has 
practised for many years as an 
attorney in Westminster. He was 
appointed Treasurer of County 
Courts in 1862. In 1867 he was 
created by the King of Italy a 
Commander of the Order of St. 
Maurizio and St. Lazzaro ; in 1868 
the Sultan conferred on him the 
(second-class) Order of the Medji- 
die; and the Emperor of Austria 
has also bestowed upon him the 
Order of Knighthood of the Iron 
Crown. On Sept. 6, 1869, he was 
knighted at the instance of Mr. 
Gladstone, as a personal recogni- 
tion of the services rendered to the 
Liberal party by Mr. Drake during 
the several years of close and con- 
fidential relations which had exis- 
ted between him and its recognized 
representatives. His "Kotes on 
Venetian Ceramics," and his con- 
tributions to art literature and 
archsBological literature, have made 
him known to the more retired 
class of students and scholars. 

DEOTSEK, John Oustavus, 
Professor of History at Berlin, was 
bom July 6, 1808, at Treptow, in 
Pomerania, and in 1833 became 
Professor in the University of Ber- 
lin, in 1840 in Kiel, in 1848 was 
intrusted with a commission firom 
the provisional government of the 
Elbe Duchies to Frankfort, and 
became at a later date Member of 
the Parliament at Frankfort, and 
Secretary of the Constitutional 
Committee. In 1851, Dr. Droysen 
was nominated a Professor in the 
University of Jena, and in 1859 
returned to Berlin, where he still 
remains. He is a Chevalier of the 
Order of Leopold of Belgium, and 


! of the Order of the House of Ernest 
j of Saxony. He has written a 
j " History of Alexander the Great," 
183/5 "History of Hellenism," 2 
j vols., 1836-43 5 "Lectures on the 
History of the War of Freedom," 
2 vols., 1846 r "Life of F. Mar- 
shall, Count York of Wartenbui^," 
2 vols., 4th edit., 18635 "History 
of Danish Politics from Acts and 
Documents," conjointly with Sam- 
wer, 1850 5 and a " History of Pras- 
sian Politics,” vols. i.-x., 1855-70.

Councillor, Professor in Ordinary 
of Physiology in the University of 
Berlin and Director of the Physio- 
logical Apparatus, and of the 
Physiological Laboratory, was bom 
at Berlin, Kov. 7, 1818. In 1851 
Dr. Du ]^is-Eeymond, who by his 
researches in the department of 
Animal Electricity has rendered 
the most import^t services to 
science, was elected a Member of 
the Imperial Academy. In 1858 he 
was nominated Professor of Physio- 
logy in the University, and after- 
wards was made a Perpetual Secre- 
tary of the Academy. He has 
written Investigations on Animal 
Electricity” (vol. I., 1848, vol. LE., 
Pt. I., 1849, Pt. n., 1860)5 "Be 
fibrse muscularis reactione ut 
chemicis visa est acida," 1859 5 and 
other learned works. 

DU CAMP, Maxime, son of a 
distinguished French surgeon, 
Theodore Joseph Du Camp (who 
died in 1824), was horn at Paris, 
Feb. 8, 1822. On leaving coH^e 
he travelled extensively in the 
in 1844-45, and again in 1849-51. 
During his last journey he made a 
I large collection of photi^raphic 
^ negatives and scenes in Egypt, 
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Kubia, Palestine, and Asia Minor, 
wMcb be bas since pnblisbed in 
connection witb descriptive texts, 
in several volumes. In 1851 be 
was one of tbe five founders of tbe 
Bevue de Fans^ and be contributed 
to it, both in prose and verse, until 
its suspension in 1858. Besides bis 
works of travel in tbe East, be bas 
published " Les Cbants modemes,^^ 
poems, 1855; "Mes Convictions,” 
poems, 1858; "En HoUande, let- 
tres a un ami,” 1859 , " Expedition 
des Deux Siciles,” 1861 ; Paris, 
ses organes, ses fonctions, et sa vie,” 
6 vols., 1869-75, bis most important 
work; and "L" Attentat Piescbi,” 
1877, being an account of tbe 
attempt, wbicb, as a scbool-boy of 
twelve, be cbanced to witness, that 
was made by Eieschi in tbe Boule- 
vard du Temple on tbe life of 
liouis Pbibppe, July 28, 1835.

DD CAOTI, Sis Edmund Fbe- 
DEBicK, K C.B., son of Major Eicb- 
ard Du Cane, by Ebza, daughter of 
Thomas Ware, Esq., of Woodfort, 
near Mallow, co. Cork, was bom at 
Colchester, Essex, in 1830. He 
was educated at Ibe Military Aca- 
demy, Woolwich, and obtamed bis 
commission as second Lieutenant in 
tbe Eoyal Engineers Dec. 19, 1848. 
In 1860 be was appointed to assist 
in preparing for and carrying out 
tbe Q-reat Exhibition of 1851, and 
be appeared in tbe list of tbe Staff 
as assistant secretary to tbe jurors 
and assistant superintendent of tbe 
foreign side. At that time Lord 
(^ey was forming a convict estab- 
Hsbnient in We^m Australia to 
carry out a system embodying all 
tbe improvements wbicb nearly a 
century of experience bad sug- 
gested, and a company of Sappers, 
to wbicb Lieutenant Du Cane was 
appointed, was sent out to assist in 
tbe operation.

visiting magistrate of convict 
depots, and directed tbe labour of 
tbe convicts, who were employed 
in developing tbe communications 
of tbe colony. In July, 1856, be 
was attached to tbe War Depart- 
ment for special service, and em- 
ployed on tbe design of tbe large 
works of defence undertaken under 
tbe auspices of Lord Palmerston; 
tbe foirtification of the western 
heights at Dover and tbe long line 
of works wbipb protect tbe dock- 
yard at Plymouth on tbe land side 
have been carried out on plans sub- 
mitted by him to tbe Defence Com- 
mittee. In February, 1854, be bad 
been promoted to be first lieutenant, 
and on tbe 16tb of April, 1858, be 
became second captain In July, 
1863, be was appointed by Sir 
Ceorge Grey a director of Convict 
Prisons when tbe Board was recon- 
structed after tbe death of Sir 
Joshua Jebb, and when tbe report 
of tbe Royal Commission on Penal 
Servitude suggested considerable 
modifications in tbe convict system. 
He was at tbe same time appointed 
by Lord Ripon to be Inspector of 
Military Prisons. In 1869, Captam 
du Cane was made Chairman of 
Directors of Convict Prisons, Sur- 
veyor-General of Prisons, and In- 
spector-General of Military Prisons. 
In July, 1872, be was promoted to 
be Major, and on Deo. 11, 1873, to 
be Lieutenant-Colonel, having ilso 
in tbe same year been made a Com- 
panion of tbe Bath. Tbe Emperor 
of Brazil bas conferred on him the 
order of tbe Rose. In December, 
1878 he was promoted to a Colonel. 
In July, 1877, be was created a 
K.C.B., and made Chairman of tbe 
Prison Commissioners, appointed 
by^ Royal Warrant under -^e 
ftisons Act, 1877, to undertake tbe 
difficult task of reorganizing and 
administering tbe county and 
borough prisons, wbicb from April 
1, 1878, came under tbe control of 
tbe Government. 

DU CHAILLU, Paul Belloni, 
bom in Paris, July 31, 1835. His 
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father was a trader on the west coast 
of Africa, whither Paul went at an 
early age, and where he acquired a 
knowledge of the languages and 
modes of life of the neighbouring 
tribes, also devoting much attention 
to natural history. In 1852 he went 
to the United States with a cargo 
of ebony, and published a series of 
papers on the Gaboon country. In 
1855 he returned to Africa, and 
spent about four years exploring 
the then unknown region lying two 
degrees on each side of the equator, 
penetrating to about longitude 14* 
15' E. During this time he shot 
and stuffed a great number of birds i 
and animals, among which were i 
several gorillas, a species probably ' 
never before seen by any European. | 
He returned to Xew York in 1859, 
taking with him a large collection 
of native arms and implements, and ' 
numerous specimens in natural his- i 
tory, which were publicly exhibited, 
and many of which were afterwards 
purchased by the British Museum. 
The history of this expedition was 
published under the title "Explora- 
tions and Adventures in Equatorial 
Africa” (1861 j revised edition, 
1871). A sharp controversy arose 
concerning the truthfulness of this 
book, and to vindicate himself Du 
Chaillu again visited Africa in 
1863, where he remained until 1865. 
He published an account of this ex- 
pedition under the ritle "A Journey 
toAshango Land” (1867). He spent 
several subsequent years in the I 
United States, where he lectured | 
frequently, publishing in the mean- ^ 
while a series of books for the 
young, in which the salient points 
of his adventures were narrated, 
with perhaps some embellishments. 
This series comprises: "Stories of 
the Gorilla Country” (1868), "Wild 
Life under the Equator” (1869), 
"Lost in the Jungle” (1869), "My 
Apingi Kingdom” (1870), and "The 
Country of the Dwarfs” (1871). 
Subsequently he made a journey to 
Sweden, hforway, Lapland, and 
Finland, which he described in 


"The Land of the Midnight Sun,^^ 
1881. 

DUCKETT, Sm Geoege Elotd, 
Bart , P.S.A., son of the late Sir 
George Duckett, Bart., F.B.S. (the 
tran^ator from the German of Mi- 
chaelis^s " Burial and Besurrection 
J of our Saviour,^' of Herder on the 
; "Bevelation of St. John,” of "Lu- 
j theris Preface to St. Paulas Epistle 
j to the Bomans,^' Ac ) ; bom March 
. 27, 1811, was educated at Harrow, 
and Christ Church, Oxford. He 
served for some years in the army, 
both in the cavalry and infantry, 
and succeeded to the title on lus 
father’s death, June 15, 1856. He 
is the author of a " Teclmol(gical 
Military Dictionary in German, 
English, and French,” which has 
been much praised by competent 
authorities, and for which he has 
received the "Great gold medal of 
science” from the Emperor of Aus- 
tria; a gold medal from the Em- 
peror of the French; and another, 
'^the Great gold medal of science 
j and art,” from the late King of 
I Prussia. Sir George is the author 
j of a genealoOTcal work entitled 
"Duchetiana,” which forms a valu- 
able and important addition to the 
county histories of Westmoreland, 
Wilts hire, a nd Cambridgeshire. 

DUCKW OBTH, The Bev. Bosm 
SON, M.A., second son of Eobinson 
Duckworth, Esq., a Liverpool mer- 
chant, bom in 1834, was elected to 
an open scholarship at University 
Collie, Oxford, in 1853, and gradu- 
ated B.A. in first-class classical 
honours m 1857 ; he was afterwards 
elected a Fellow of Trinity, and was 
Assistant Master at Marlborough 
; College from 1858 to 1860, and 
I Tutor of Trinity College from 1860 
[ to 1866. In 1864 he was appointed 
Examining Chaplain to the late 
bishop of Peterborough, and in 1866 
was selected by her Majesty as in- 
structor to his Boyal Highness 
Prince Leopold. In 1867 he was 
appointed Governor to his Boyal 
Highness, and held that post for 
th^e years. On his rerirement in 
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1870 he was appointed Cliaplam in 
Ordinary to the Qneen^ and pre- 
sented to the crown living of St. 
Mark’s, St. Marylehone. He w^as 
appoin'ted a Canon of Westminster 
in succession to the late Rev. Charles 
Biogsley in March, 1875. In the 
same year he was appointed Vicar 
of St. Mark’s, Harailton Terrace, 
London, and Honorary Chaplain to 
the Prince of Wales. 

DtrCLEEC, Chakles Thjeodoee 
Etjoene, a French statesman, horn 
at Bagnh-es-de-Bigorres (Hautes- 
Pyrenees), Nov. 9, 1812 ^ Going to 
Paris to finish his studies, and to 
find a means of livelihood, he 
obtained a situation as “reader” 
in the office of Le Bon 8ens in 
1836, and was soon raised to the 
position of one of the principal 
editors of that journal. In 1838 he 
transferred his services to the 
Betme dw ProgriSj and at the same 
time he assisted in editing the 
Dietionnaire Politique. He became 
attached in 1840 to the staff of the 
National, and for a period of six 
years he contributed to that journal 
a remarkable series of articles on 
the railway question, besides nu- 
merous communications on political 
economy and finance. He left the 
National in 1846, and remained in 
retirement until the events of the 
year 1848 brought him again into 
public life. On Feb- 25, 1848, he 
was appointed deputy to the Mayor 
of Paris, M. Gamier-Pag^, with 
whom he was soon afterwards 
transferred to the Ministry of Fi- 
nance, in the capacity of Under- , 
Secretary of State. ]^ing elected ' 
to the Constituent Assembly by the 
department of the Landes, he was 
a few days afterwards (May 10) 
appointed Minister of Finance in 
succession to M. Gamier-Pag^s, 
who had resigned that office on his 
nomination as a member of the 
Executive Commission. He was 
one of the representatives who dis- 
played the most energy in presence 
of the rising of the 15th of May. 
During the troublous days of June 


he exposed himself to great danger 
on several occasions, and afterwards 
he vigorously opposed the measures 
relating to the state of siege, and 
transportation without trial,- and, 
finally, he protested against the 
adoption of those measures, retiriog 
at the same time from office. Up 
to the end of the session he con- 
tinued to take an active share in 
the work of legislation ; but as soon 
as the Constituent Assembly had 
decreed its dissolution, he returned 
to private life, devoted much of his 
time to his favourite studies, and 
turned his attention to mdustrial 
pursuits. Summoned to Spam as one 
of the administrators of the canal 
works, in connexion with the river 
Ebro, he was placed at the head of 
the establishment of the Spanish 
Credit Mobilier. He was residmg 
near Bayonne when he was elected 
as a representative to the National 
Assembly (Feb. 8, 1871) by the de- 
partments of the Landes and the 
Basses-Pyren4es ; he chose to sit 
for the latter constituency. As a 
member and president of tiie group 
of the Republican Left, he took 
part in the deliberations of the 
Budget Commissions, and spoke 
frequently on financi^ topics. In 
1875 he was elected Yice-]ft:esident 
of the National Assembly, and on 
Dec. 10, in the same year, he was 
elected a Senator for life. He fol- 
lowed the same line of policy in the 
new Senate, of which he was elected 
Vice-President, and he refused to 
vote the dissolution demanded by 
the De Broglie ministry in June, 
1877. When the De Freycinet 
ministry was hurled from power m 
consequence of its Egyptian policy, 
the “ Ministry of Affairs ’’succeeded 
under M. Duclerc (Aug. 7, 1882), 
and watched the proceedings of the 
English in the dominions of the 
Khedive with ill-concealed distifust. 
To all that was done or proposed it ^ 
offered a passive resistance, on the 
ground that England was bound to 
secure for France everything that 
France declined to secure for her- 
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self. The Dual Control, however, 
had been condemned, not by Eng- 
land, but by events and the judg- 
ment of Europe, and its final 
disappearance left M. Duderc in 
his attitude of hopeless protest- 
The fail of his ministry was pre- 
cipitated by the manifesto which 
I^rince Napoleon issued about the 
middle of January, 1883. The 
Prince was promptly arrested as an 
enemy of the Eepublic, and the 
alarm of the legi^ture found ex- 
pression in a Bill for expelling from 
the country all pretenders to the 
throne of Prance. At the end of a 
month the ministry of M. Duelerc 
fell through sheer weakness, and 
was succeeded by that of M. Fal- 
lieres, which released Prince Napo- 
leon, endured for a fortnight, and 
then disappeared, to make room for 
the ministry of M. Perry. 

DUFF, The Eight Hon. Motjnt- 

STUABT ElPHINSTONE GbANT, 

eldest son of tke late James Cuning- 
hame Grant Duff, Esq., of Eden, 
Aberdeenshire (formerly Eesident 
at Sattara, and author of The 
History of the Mahrattas”), by 
Jane Catherine, only child of the 
late Sir Whitelaw Ainslie, M.D. 
He was bom in 1829, and educated 
at Edinburgh, and at BaUiol Col- 
lege, Oxford, where he graduated 
B.A. in 1850, and proceeded M.A. 
in 1853. He was csdled to the bar 
at the Inner Temple in 1854, having 
obtained a certificate of honour and 
a studentship in the preceding 
year. He entered the House of 
Commons in D<^., 1857, as member 
for the Elgin district of bui^hs, and 
he continued to represent ikat con- 
stituency, in the Liberal interest, 
till July, 1881. He was appointed 
Under-Secretary of State for India 
in Dec., 1868, and he held that 
ofi5ce till the downfall of Mr. Glad- 
stone's administration in Feb., 1874.

being appointed Governor of Madras 
in the place of the late Mr. "Vr dliam 
Patrick Adam.

DUPFEEIN (Eaeii op). The

From Eton 
School his lordship was sent to 
Christ Church, Oxford, but he left 
the University without taking a 
degree.

! title July 21, 1841, while still in his 
, minority; and for some years he 
was a lord-in-waiting on the Queen 
under Lord John Eussell's first 
administration, and again in 1854- 
58. Accompanied by a friend he 
went from Oxford to Ireland at the 
time of the famine in 1846-47, and 
on his return published an account 
of his experiences under the title 
of "Narrative of a Journey from 
Oxford to SMbbereen, during the 
year of the Irish Famine." In Feb., 
1855, he was ^ciaBy attached to the 
mission undertaken by Lord John 
Eussell to Vienna. In 1859 he made 
a yacht voyage to Iceland, a well- 
known narrative of which expedi- 
tion he published in the following 
year under the title of "Letters 
from BSgh Latitudes." He was 
sent to the East by Lord Palmer- 
ston in 1860 as British Commis- 
j sioner in Syria, for the purpose of

The honorary degree of LL.D. was 
conferred upon him by the Univer- 
sity of Dublin, Jan 22, 1879, and 
that of D C.L. by the University of 
Oxford in the foUowu^ June. In 
Feb. 1879, he was appointed ambas- 
sador at St. Petersburg in succession 
to Lord Augustus Loftus. He was 
transferred to Constantinople as 
^bassador to the Ottoman Porte 
in May, 1881, and he displayed rare 
diplomatic abilities in his conduct 
of the negotiations for a military 
convention with Turkey in reference 
to the Egyptian expedition (Sept., 
1882) . The negotiations came to an 
end in consequence of the success 
of our arms at Tel-el-Eebir, and 
the contemplated conveiftion was 
never signed. On Oct. 30, 1882, he 
vras directed by Her Majesty’s 
Government to proceed from Con- 
stantinople to Cairo, there to as- 
sume the control of the whole body 


of our relations with Egypt, and 
the settlement of all questions 
growing out of Arahi’s rebellion. 
He left Egypt m April, 1883. His 
lordship was created an English 
baron in 1850 ; nominated a Knight 
of St. Patrick in 1863; appointed 
Lord-Lieutenant of the county of 
Down in 1864 ; sworn a Privy 
Councillor December 12, 1868; was 
made an Earl of the United King- 
dom in November, 1871 ; and created 
a G.C.B. in 1883. In addition to 
the works already mentioned, the 
Earl of Duffenn has written several 
works in light literature, among 
them a satire on high life in the 
nineteenth century, entitled '‘"The 
Honourable Impulsia Gushington.” 
He is also the author of "Irish 
Emigration and the Tenure of Land 
in Ireland;’’ "Mr. Mill’s Plan for 
the Pacification of Ireland ex- 
mined;” and, "Contributions to an 
Inquiry into the State of Ireland.” 
A collection of his "Speeches and 
Addresses” was published in 1882 
under the editorship of Mr. Henry 
Milton. The earl married, in 1862, 
Harriet, eldest daughter of the late 
Captain Archibald Eowan Hamil- 
ton, of Killyleagh Castle, co. Down, 
by whom he has several children. 

DUFFY, The Hon. Sm Charles 
Gavan, K.C.M.G., was horn in 
Monaghan in 1816, descended of a 
native family which produced emi- 
nent scholars and ecclesiastics. At 
the period of the English Invasion 
(1172), the Irish <^efs sent an 
embassy to Eome, consisting of two 
archbishops, one of whom bore the 
Celtic name which is Anglicised as 
Charles Dufiy. In his twentieth 
year Mr. Dufiy became sub-editor 
of the Dublin Morning Register, and 
a little later editor of an infiuential 
journal in Belfast. He returned to 
Dublin in 1842, and established the 
Nation in conjunction with Thomas 
Davis and John Dillon. The Na- 
tion, which was a journal of the 
largest circulation and the greatest 
influence that had appeared in 
Ireland, was the oi^an pf what was 
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known as the Young Ireland Party, 
the most cultivated and indepen- 
dent section of the Irish organiza- 
tion in favour of legislative inde- 
pendence. A remarkable literature 
sprang up in connection with the 
Nation, one of Mr, Duffy's contri- 
butions to which, the Ballad 
Poetry of Ireland," has run through 
forty editions. In 1814 Mr. Duffy 
was tried and convicted of sedi- 
tion along with O’Connell ; the 
conviction, however, was set aside, 
on appeal, by the House of Lords. 
In 1846 O’Connell quarrelled with 
the Young Ireland Party, and they 
established the Irish Confederation, 
of which Mr Duffy was one of the 
founders. He was tried with the 
other leaders of that body for 
treason-felony in 1848, but after 
four indictments it was found im- 
possible to procure a conviction. 
He then revived the Nation, which 
had been suppressed, and opposed 
Sir Thomas Eedington, ITnder- 
Secretary for Irel^d in the 
G-ovemment which had prosecuted 
him, and defeated that gentleman 
at Yew Ross, for which borough 
Mr. Duffy was elected member in 
July, 1852. It should be mentioned 
that Mr. Duffy had been called to 
the bar in 1846; but he only 
practised for a short period. He 
was one of the founders of the 
Tenant League, and, in connection 
with Frederick Lucas and George 
Henry Moore, of the Independent 
Irish Party in the House of Com- 
mons, which sprang out of the 
League. The defection of a large 
section of that party induced hnn 
to resign his seat in Parliament in 
1856, when he emigrated to Austra- 
lia. He practised for some time at 
the bar in Melbourne, but was 
finally drawn back to politics, and 
in 1^7 became Minister of Pub- 
lic Works in the first administra- 
tion under responsible government 
in Yictoria. In 1858 he became 
Minister of Lands, which office he 
again accepted in a third adminis- 
tition in 1862. Mx, Duffy was 


chairman of a parliamentary com- 
mittee, and subsequently of a royal 
commission on the subject* of Fede- 
ration of tbe Australian Colonies, 
which obtained the assent of the 
leading statesmen of Australia to 
the principle of ultimate federa- 
tion. After a visit of two years to 
Europe, he re-entered Parliament 
in Yictoria, and became Prime 
Minister in 18/1. Mr. Duffy having 
in June, 1872, suffered a parliamen- 
tary defeat, claimed the right of 
dissolution, but Yiscount Canter- 
bury, the governor of Yictoria, did 
not think fit to comply with his 
request. Accordingly, Mr. Duffy- 
resigned office. Subsequently he 
was asked, through Yiscoimt 
Canterbury, whether a Companion- 
ship of the Order of St. Michael 
and St. George would be acceptable 
to him; this he respectfully de- 
clined, but soon aftowards Yis- 
count Canterbury wrote again, 
offering him knighthood, whereupon 
he overcame Ms scruples and was 
gazetted a knight. May 31, 1873. 
On his return to the colony at the 
commencement of the year 1876, 
after two years’ absence in Europe, 
he was returned a member of the 
Legislative Assembly on the first 
vacancy occurring; and on the 
meeting of a new Parliament in 
May, 1877, he was unanimously 
elecl^ Speaker of the Legislative 
Assembly. In the same year he 
was created a Knight Commander 
of the Order of Ss. Michael and 
George. Sir Gavan Duffy is Chair- 
man of -the Trustees of the National 
Gallery of Yictoria, and has taken 
an active share in projects for 
encouraging art, literature, and 
industrial enterprise in that new 
country. He has recently published 
"Young Ireland: a Fragment of 
Irish History, 1840-1850," Loud. 
1880; and "Four Years of Irish 
BSstory, 1S45-184S," published in 
1883, being a sequel to "Young 
Ireland.” 

DUMAS, AJLBXAjfDnn, the 
younger, son of tlie M. Alex- 
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andre Davy Dumas, novelist and 
dramatic writer, was ‘bom in Paris, 
July 2Sj 1824, and received his 
education in iiie College Bourbon, 
where he distinguished himself. 
He was early iutroduced into the 
society of literary men, actors, and 
actresses, and was conspicuous for 
his wit and precocity At the age 
of seventeen he composed a collec- 
tion of poems, ^^Les Peches de 
Jeunesse,” a work of small literary 
merit. He travelled with his father , 
in Spain and in Africa, and on his 
retmui wrote "Les Aventures de 
Quatre Femmes et d'un Perroquet,” 
published in 1846-7 He had early 
the sense to perceive that he could 
not excel as a poet, and has suc- 
ceeded best as a diamatic writer, 
by his objective mstincts, and a 
microscopical power of delineating 
and ma^iifying the worst side of 1 
society in his dramas. He may be 
said to belong to the sensuous 
school of French literature. His 
principal work of fiction, “ La Dame 
aux Camelias,” became one of the 
best-known productions of the day. 
A dramatic version was played in 
1852, after having been interdicted 
by M. Leon Faucher, and, repro- 
duced in Yerdi’s opera '^La Tra- 
viata,^^ created a still greater sen- 
sation. M. Dumas, who has written 
many dramatic pieces, is considered 
by -^e public the greatest living 
dramatitii of the Demi-monde. A 
new comedy from his pen, entitled 
"Les Idees de Madame Aubray,” 
was produced at Paris early in 
1867. His " Yisite de Hoces ” was 
brought out at the Glymnase Dra- 
matique, Oct. 10, 1871, and "La 
Princesse Georges^' at the same 
theatre on Dee. 2, 1871. In 1872 
he published a pamphlet entitled 
" L’Homme-Femme,” which caused 
a considerable sensation. It was 
elicited by the "Affaire Clemeh- 
ceau," and a dramatic version of it 
was produced at the Oymnase, 
Jan. 16, 1873, under the title of 
" La Femme de Claude.^' M. Du- 
mas was installed as a member of , 


the French Academy, Feb. 11, 
1875. His drama "Joseph Balsa^ 
based on his father's romance 
of " Cagliostro,”. was represented 
for the first time at the Odeon 
Theatre, March 18, 1878. He pub- 
hshed in 1880, " Les Femmes que 
tuent et les Femmes qui volent.” 
EDis comedy " La Princesse de Bag- 
dad," was produced at ihe Theatre 
Fran^ais, Jan. 31, 1881. 

DUMAS, Jean-Battiste, at one 
time Minister of Agriculture and 
Commerce, Professor of Chemistry 
at the Sorbonne, in the School of 
Medicine, and member of the Insti- 
tute, was born at Alais, July 14, 
1800. When fourteen, M. Dumas 
went to Goneva to study chemistry, 
botany, and medicine, and his first 
publication was an essay in connec- 
tion with De Candolle, then a pro- 
fessor in the Swiss city. The 
attention of scientific men was 
attracted by his researches in 
a n im al physiology, in which he was 
associated with M. Provost. In 
1823 he was appointed Teacher of 
Chemistry in the ^^cole Polyteeh- 
nique, Paris. M. Dumas published 
a memoir on the relations sting 
between ' the specific weights of 
solid bodies and their atomic 
weight ; and from that time to the 
present has been constantly adding 
to onr stock of knowledge of orgamc 
chemistry. M. Dumas' theory of 
substitution is one of his most im- 
portant works ; and his treatise on 
chemistry, as applied to the arts, is 
another valuable offering to practical 
science. EKs "Le 9 ons sur la Philo- 
sophie Chimique/'publishedin 1837, 
are popular, and as a lecturer he is 
one of the most distinguished in 
Paris. In May, 1849, he was elected 
to the national Assembly j and the 
President of the EepuhHc summoned 
him, Oct. 31, to join the administra- 
tion, intrusting him with the post of 
Mini ster of Agriculture and Com- 
merce, where his chemical know- 
ledge enabled him to render public 
service.

I with a few others, the Edinburgh 
Eoyal HospiM for Sick Children, 
which is now’ in successful opera- 
tion, and is one of the largest and 
best hospitals of the kind in the 
world. Br. Buncan began, in 1853, 
to lecture on midwifery, and diseases 
of women and children, in connec- 
tion with the Surgeons' Hall Medi- 
cal School ; in 1870 he was a candi- 
date for the chair of Midwifery in 
the University of Edinburgh, when 
his claims were supported by 420 
former and present pupils. In con- 
sequence of his not getting the chair 
much public indignation was ex- 
cited against the patrons, and a 
meeting was held in London, of 
those interested in the University 
of Edinburgh, to recommend and 
procure a change in the method of 
electing professors. In 1877 he was 
offered the offices of obstetric phy- 
sician and lecturer in St. Bartholo- 
mew's Hospital, London, which he 
accepted, and he accord^gly came 
to reside in London. Among his 
works are a treatise ‘'On Perime- 
tritis and Parametritis ; ” " Ee- 
searehes in Obstetrics;” “Fecun-

DUHCKLET, Henst, was born 
at Warwick, Dec. 24, 1823, and 
educated at the Baptist College, 
Accrington, and the University of 
Glasgow, where he graduated M.A. 
in 1848. In the same year he became 
minister of the Baptist Church, 
Great George Street, Salford, re- 
tiring from that position in 1855, 
to undertake the editorship of the 
Manchester Examiner and Times, of 
which he became a co-proprietor a 
few years later. In 1850 a First 
Prize, offered by the Eeligious 
Tract Society, was awarded to his 
essay on the condition of the work- 
ing classes, entitled, ^‘^The Glory 
and the Shame of Britain."" In 
1853 a First Prize, offered by the 
Council of the Anti-Corn Law 
League for the best work, show- 
ing the results of the repeal of the 
Corn-Laws, and the iVee Trade 
policy, on the moral, the social, the 
commercial, and the political in- 
terests of the United Kingdom,"" 
was awarded to his essay, entitled, 
''The Charter of the Nations/' 
In 1877 he began the publication 
in the Manchesier Weeldy Times of a 
series of weekly letters on current 
topics of the day, with the signa- 
ture of " Yerax,"" a pseudonym but 
slightly veiling the authorship. 
Five of these letters, suggested by 
the third volume of Sir Theodore 
Martinis "Life of the Prince Con- 
sort/’ and entitled, "The Crown 
and the Cabinet,"" were published 
separately, and reached a very wide 
circulation. A volume of " Letters 
was published in 1878 ; and smaller 
selections have been published from 
time to time. In 1878 Mr. Dunckley 
was elected a member of the Eeform 
Club, as a recognition of services 
rendered to the Liberal party. He 
has recently been a contributor to 
some of the leading periodicals.

DUBHAM, Bishop op. (See

DUBNFOBD, The Bight Bet. 
Bicharp, D.D , Bishop of Chi- 
chester, eldest son of the Eev. 
Bichard Dumford, rector of Good- 
worth Clatford, Hampshire, by 
Louisa, daughter of Mr. William 
Mount, of Wasing Place, Berkshire, 
was bom at Sandleford, Berkshire, 
in 1802. He received his education 
at Eton, where he was a contributor 
to the celebrated Etonian, of which 
the late Mr. Winthrop Mackworth 
Praed was editor ; and many of his 
Latin verses appeal* in the " Musae 
Etonenses."" He passed in due 
course from Eton to Oxford, and 
was elected successively a Demy 
and a Fellow of Magdalen College, 
where he took his B.A. degree in 
1826, obtaining a first class in 
classical honours, and proceeded 
M.A. in 1829. In 1835 he was 
appointed rector of Middleton, Lan- 
cashire. He was preferred to the 
archdeaconry of Manchester in 
1867, and made a Canon of Man- 
chester Cathedral in 1868. He was 
chosen to be one of the Proctors in 
Convocation. In 1870, on the re- 
commendation of Mr. Gladstone, 
he was nominated by the Crown to 
the bishopric of Chichester, being 
consecrate at Whitehall on May 8. 
Bishop Dumford has devoted him- 
self earnestly to the prominent 
movements of the time within the 
Established Church, especially 
temperance, middle -class educa- 
tion, and the organised work of 
women. He has published some 
sermons and chaises. He married 
in 1830, Emma, daughter of the 
late Eev. John Eeate, D.D., head- 
master of Eton and Canon of 
Winds or. 

DUBUT, Jean Yictob, bom at 
Paris in 1811, commenced his classi- 
cal studies in 1823 at the Coll%e 
BoUin, then called CoB%e Sainte- 
Barbe; was admitted into the Nor- 
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mal fcJcliool in 1830, was appointed 
to tlie class of liistory at the College 
of Eheims in 1833, and in the same 
year to a similar position in the 
College of Henry IV. at Paris, 
afterwards called the CoU%e INTapo- 
leon. About this time he published 
anonymously yarious elementary 
historical works. In 1S53 he took 
the degree of Doctor es lettres," 
afterwards became Inspector of the 
Academy of Pans, Master of the 
Conferences at the Ecole Normale, 
and Professor of History at the 
Ecole Polytechnique, and by decree, 
June 23, 1863, was appointed Minis- 
ter of Public Instruction. The 
changes and reforms which he in- 
troduced in his department, and 
his numerous programmes and cir- 
culars, gave rise to much discussion 
Of course, the systematic opponents 
of the Goyernment saw nothing 
good in what he did, and he was 
often severely eritieised by such of 
them as belonged to his own pro- 
fession. By the Catholic party, 
too, he was sharply attacked, and 
his Synopsis of Contemporary 
History,^’ for the use of the Lyceum, 
in which work several material 
points relating to the political 
events of our day were discussed, 
exposed him to severe censure. On 
resigning the office of Minister of 
Public Instruction in July, 1869, he 
was appomted a Senator, with a 
dotation of 30,000 francs. He sat 
in the Senate until the revolution 
of Sept. 4, 1870. His principal 
works are: "Geographie Politique 
de la Eepublique Eomaine et de 
TEmpire,"^ 1838; "Geographie 
Historique du Moyeu Age,” 1839 ;

DUVAL, Edoae Eaoul, a French 
politician, bom at Laon, April 9, 
1832. BGLs father was President of 
the Court of Bordeaux, and he him- 
self entered the legal order at an 
early age. Under the Empire he 
was connected with the official 
lawyers at Nantes ; was Advocate- 
General at Angers, Bordeaux, and 
Eouen; and was inscribed at ■^e 
bar in the latter city. He was but 
little known in the political world 
when he was elected Deputy from 
the Seme Inferieuxe, July 2, 1871, 
by 58,387 votes, but he had no 
sooner entered the Assembly than 
he took position as one of the 
I leaders of the Eight. He first be- 
I came noted on account of his fre- 
quent and vigorous attacks on M. 
Thiers. After the fall of the Thiers 
Ministry he turned round and at- 
tacked his old ally the Due de 
Broglie. At the commencement of 
1875 he joined the Bonapartists and 
in several remarkable speeches 
praised the much-vilified Second 
Empire, and prophesied its restora- 
tion. Thus he made himself the 
chief of the Young Imperialist” 
party. In 1876 he was elected for 
Louviers, but at the elections of 
Oct. 14, 1877, he failed to secure 
his re-election. In 1876 he estab- 
lished at Paris La Nation^ a new 
org an of the Bonapartist party. 

DUVEENAY, YoiiAnde-Mabte- 
Louise, dancer, daughter of M. 
Jean-Louis Duvemay, was bom in 
France, about 1815, and made her

1836 was produced the ballet of

which Mdlle. Duvemay introduced 
to the English public the graceful 
dance with castanets, " La Cachuca,” 
with which her name has been more 
especially identified. Her charm- 
ing execution of this dance estab- 
lished her fame as the worthy 
compeer of Mdlles. Taglioni and 
Fanny Elssler. In 1845 she retired 
from the stage, having married Mr. 
Stephens Lyne Stephens, of Eoe- 
hampton, Surrey, and Lyndford 
Hall, Norfolk, at one time member 
for Barnstaple, and was left a widow 
in 1S60. This lady gave .£20,000 to 
the Middlesex Hospital in 1S66. 

D.TEE, Thojicas Heiott, his- 
torian, was bom May 4, 1804, in the 
parish of St. Dunst^ in the East, 
in the city of London, and educated 
privately.

E ABLY, J TJBAL A , bom in Vir- 
ginia about 1815. He graduated in

He subsequently 
took up his residence at New Orleans, 
where, with Gen. Beauregard, he has 
been for some years manager of the 
Louisiana State Lottery. 

EASTLAKE, Lady, widow of Sir 
Charles Lock Eastlake (who died 
Dec. 24, 1865), to whom she was 
married in 1849, is a daughter of the 
late Edward Bigby, Esq., M.D., of 
Norwich. She was bom about 1816, 
and, as Miss Elizabeth Pigby, gained 
considerable literary repnfeion by 
a work published in 1^1, entitled 
"Letters from the Shores of the 
Baltic,” a pleasant and vivid record 
of a lengthened visit to a sister who ^ 
was married to an Esthonian baron, * 
and had settled on the shores of that 
sea. Livonian TaJes,'*’ comprising 
the three graphic stories of " The 
Disponent,” " The Wolves,” and 
"The Jewess,” appeared in 1846. 
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She is also author of a " History of 
Our Lord,” and the Life of John 
Cribson, E.A.” Lady Eastlahe has 
been an occasional contributor to the 
Quarterly and Edinburgh Remews, 
and two of her contributions on 

Dress” and ''Music” have been 
reprinted in "Murray's Home and 
Colonial Library.” 

EBEES, Geoeg, orientalist and 
novelist, bom at Berlin, 1st March, 
1837. His father, a banker, having 
died before the birth of his son, the 
latter received his early instruction 
from his mother, and subsequently 
studied in Erobel's school at Keil- ' 
hau. On entering the University ^ 
of Gottingen he at first applied 
himself to the study of jurispru- 
dence, but on removing Berlin 
he gave the preference to oriental, 
philosophical, and archaeological 
studies, Einally, he began to draw 
the limits of his researches still \ 
closer by making Egyptology his 
central study. At the termination 
of his academical career he visited 
the principal museums of Egyptian 
antiquities in Europe. In 1865, he 
established himself at Jena as a 
private tutor for the Egyptian lan- 
gu^e and antiquities, and in 1870 
he was called as professor to Leip- 
zig, where he has since remained. 
Ap^ from his scientific services, 
his thesis on obtaining the degree 
of Doctor "On the Twenty-sixth 
Egyptian Dynasty,” and his larger 
work on Egypt and the Books of 
Moses,” and his "Scientific Jour- 
ney to Egypt ” (1869-70), were the 
cause of his promotion to that 
Chair. In his second journey to 
Egypt in 1872-73, he succeeded in 
discovering the Papyrus E, which 
r/as subsequently named after him. 
Tius Papyrus, although its contents 
primarily relate to m^cal subjecis, 
is very important on account of the 
insight it gives into the language 
and culture of the ancient Egyp- 
tians. Ebers also discovered the 
important biographical inscription 
of the " Amen em Heb.” In 1876, 1 
he had a severe attack of paralysis [ 


which still prevents him from walk- 
ing. To this illness the further 
development of his literary activity 
is mainly attributable, for since 
the state of his health incapaci- 
tated him from pm^suing more 
serious studies, he sought for and 
obtained a means of recreation and 
agreeable occupation in imagina- 
tive composition. This was the 
origin of "Uarda, a Eomance of 
, Ancient E^ypt” (1877), which like 
several of Ebers' other works, has 
been translated into English bv 
Clara Bell. This was the second 
of his works of fiction based upon 
facts in the history of Egypt, for 
he had previously, in 1864, pub- 
lished "An Egyptian Princess,” 
which has been translated into 
English by E. Grove, and which 
gives in the attractive form of a 
romance, a description of popular 
life in Egypt about the time of 
the Persian war of conquest. The 
extraordinary success achieved by 
" Uarda,” the design of which was 
based upon an epoch extending 
back to the most remote period, 
and which obtained effect by the 
cleverly used and fully developed 
charm of the grey mists of anti- 
quity, induced the author to turn 
his Egyptian studies stiH further 
to account for literary purposes. 
He composed in succession " Homo 
Sum,” a novel (1878) ; " The 

Sisters,” a romance (1880) 5 and 
"The Emperor” (1881), the scene 
of all these works being laid in 
Egypt. Meanwhile, Ebers did not 
neglect the acquisition of solid 
learning. It is true that his splen- 
did work on "Egypt-descriptive, 
historical, and picturesque” (1878; 
English translation, by Clara Bell, 
with introduction and notes by Dr. 
Birch, 1880) is of a popular cha- 
racter, as are also his previous publi- 
cation " Through Goschen to Sinai ” 
(1872), and his work, written in col- 
laboration with Guthe, on " Pales- 
tine — descriptive, historical, and 
picturesque ” (1881). On the othei 
hand, his munerous articles ir 
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periodicals on tlie Egyptian Ian- i 
guage and antiquities, his remark- 
able treatise on "^Papyrus E, a 
hieratic manual of Egyptian Medi- 
cine ” (2 yds , 1872), afford ample ' 
proof of the most profound scien- 
tific study. His latest work of , 
fiction is The Burgomaster’s 
Wife : a Tale of the Siege ^ of , 
Leyden,” of which a translation, 
by Clara Bell, appeared at London, 
in 1SS2. 

EBXJRT (Lord) , The Eight Hon . ' 
Egbert Grosyenor, third son of 
Eobei-t, second Earl G-rosyenor, and 
first Marquis of Westminster, born 
April 24, 1801, receiyed his education 
at Westminster School, and Christ 
Church, Oxford, where he graduated 
in honours in 1821 . He was returned 
to the House of Commons for Shaftes- 
bury in 1822, and represented Ches- 
ter from 1826 till 1847, when he suc- 
ceeded Mr. George Byng as member 
for Middlesex, which he continued 
to represent till he was raised to the 
peerage.

He introduced a 
bill to relieve nonconformists from 
the payment of rates, one for prohi- 
biting the payment of voters’ ex- 
penses by the candidate, and another 
for imposing upon the constituencies 
all outlay connected with the taking 
of the poll. Lord Ebury held the 
office of Comptroller of the Royal 
Household from Hov., 1830, till the 
retirement of Earl Grey^s ministry, 
in the autumn of 1834, and that of 
Treasurer of the Household from 
July, 1846, to July, 1847. ^ He was 
swam a member of the Privy Coun- 
cil in 1831, His lordship, who is a 


magistrate for Middlesex, Hertford- 
shire, and Cheshire, and a deputy- 
lieutenant for the latter county as 
well as for 3Iiddlesex, has, since*^ his 
elevation to the House of Peers, 
laboured constantly to obtain from 
Parliament such a revision of the 
Book of Common Prayer as he 
believes will render it more in har- 
mony with the feelings of the nation 
at large upon religious questions ;

ECCAEITJS, Johann Georg, was 
bom Aug. 23, ISIS, at Friedrichroda, 
in the dnchy of Gotha. His father 
being a tailor, he was set down to 
tailoring at the age of ten; five 
consecutive hours of schooling in 
the forenoon and seven to ten hours 
tailoring in the afternoon, made np 
, his juvenile days. In 1835, at the 
first public examination, he received 
the first silver medal for being the 
best Sunday scholar in the town in 
mathematics and geometry, and sub- 
sequently he officiated as teacher to 
the junior classes. In the autumn 
of 1846 he turned up amongst the 
latest arrivals from the fatherland 
in the Londoner Arheiter Bildungs 
Yerein. In 1850 he made his debvi 
in the press by a German article on 
London tailoring, published in the 
September number of the JSevue der 
NeuenRheinischenZeitung, An Eng- 
lish article on the same subject, pub- 
lished in Julian Harney’s jR«d Ee- 
pmhlican, opened to bi-m the columns 
j of the Chartist press, to which he 
I remained a gratis contributor till 
the extinction of Ernest Jones’s 
1 People’s Pape?*. He took an active 
part in the foxmdation of the Inter- 
national W orking Men’s Association 
in 1864. He was a member of the 
first executive of the Reform League 
I in 1865, hut afterwards resigned. 
In Feb., 1866, he was appointed paid 
editor of the Commonwealih, but was 
soon dismissed from that post, ssad 
j had to return to shop-board. lii 
‘ 1867 he published, under the title 
of "A Working Man’s Eefutation 
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of Stuart a series of articles 

wMch had originally appeared in 
the Commonwealth, An enlarged 
edition has since been published in 
German by Eichhoff, Berlin, 1869, 
In July, 1867, he was elected General 
Secretary of the International Work- 
ing Menu's Association. 

EDE17, The Eight Eev. Eobebt, 
B.I)., Bishop of the united diocese 
of Moray, Boss, and Caithness, and 
Primus of the Episcopal Church of 
Scotland, was bom in 1804, bemg 
third son of the late Sir Frederick 
Morton Eden, Bart. From We^ 
minster school he proceeded to Christ 
Church, Oxford. He held the rec- 
tory of Leigh, Essex, from 1837 to 
1853; was consecrated Bishop of 
Moray, Boss, and Caithness in 1851 ; 
and was elected Primus of the Epis- 
copal Church of Scotland in 1862. 
Bishop Eden married in 1827 Emma, 
youngest daughter of the late Sir 
James Allan Park, Ju^ice of the 
Common Pleas. (She died Nov. 24, 
1880.) 

EDEN, The Bev. Eobbbt, M.A., 
son of the late Bev. Thomas Eden, 
bom at Whitehall, near Bristol, was 
educated at a private school near 
that city. Having first entered at 
St. John’s College, Oxford, as Bible 
Clerk, he became Scholar, and after- 
wards Fellow of Corpus Christ! Col- 
lege, where he graduated B.A. in 
1825, and M.A. in 1827. He was ap- 
pointed an Examiner at Oxford m 
1828-9, was successively Head Mas- 
ter of EEackney and Camberwell 
Collegiate Schools between 1829 and 
1838 ; and held the po^ of Examiner 
for the East India Civil Service from 
1839 to 1856; was Chaplain to the 
Bishop of Norwich in 1849 ; Ticar 
of North Walsham in 1861 ; Honor- 
ary Canon of Norwich in 1852 ; and 
Vicar of Wymondham in 1854. 
Canon Eden is the anthor of the 
"Churchman’s Theological Diction- 
ary ; ” "The Examination and Writ- 
ings of Archdeacon Philpot, with 
Biography,” for the Parker Socieiy, 
and " Some Thoughts on the Inspi- 
ration of the Holy Scriptures,” 1861. 


He edited, in 1842, for the Clarendon 
Press, Bishop Bilson’s *■*' Perpetual 
Government of Christ’s Church, with 
Life of the Author "The Modera- 
tion of the Church of England,” by 
j Timothy Puller, D.D., with Intro- 
j ductory Essay; "Faithfulness to its 
i Scriptural Principles the Safeguard 
I of our Church,” 1870 , and in 1848, 

I Dean Stanley’s " Faith and Practice 
! of a Church of England Man.” He 
1 wrote in the Christian Obse^njer for 
’ some years; and has published 
" Sermons preached before lie Uni- 
versity of Oxford, and on other pub- 
lic occasions.” 

EDHEM PASBLA, a Turkish 
statesman, born in 1823. He studied 
in Paris, where for three years he 
attended the lectures in the School 
of Mines. On returning to Turkey 
he was attached to the staff of the 
army with the rank of captain, 
rapidly attained to that of colonel, 
and was appointed a member of 
the Council of Mines at the time of 
its formation. Having been ap- 
pointed aide-de-camp to the Sultan 
in 1849, he soon was placed at the 
head of His Majest^s household 
troops. Meanwhile he had been 
promoted General of Brigade, and 
then General of Division. In 1854 
he was charged, in the capacity of 
Government Commissioner, to con- 
vey to the Prince Alexander Kara- 
georgovitz of Servia, the hatti- 
sheriff confibmiing the immunities 
accorded to that country. In 1856 
he resigned the functions which he 
had fulfilled at the palace, and was 
appointed a member of the council 
of the Tanzimat, and afterwards 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, with 
the rank of Muchir. He only held 
that post for one year. Subse- 
quentJy he played an important 
part in the affairs of his country, 
where he was nominated President 
of the Council of State. He was 
also for some time ambassador at 
Berlin. At the Conference of Con- 
stantinople (1876-77) he acted as 
the second Turkish plenipotentiary, 

! amd he was appointed to succe^ 
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Midhat Pasha as Grand Vizier 
Feb. 5, 1877.

EDLSTBURGH (Duke op),H.R H

education was entrusted to the Rev.

Prince was placed under the special ■ 
care of Major Cowell, R.E., and | 
spent the winter of 1856-7 at Ge- j 
neva, studying modem languages. 
Having decided upon joining the 
naval service. Prince Alfred was 
placed under the Rev. W. R. Jolly, 
at Alverbank, near Gosport, where 
he pursued the preparatory studies 
for his profession during the sum- 
mer of 1858. He entered the ser- 
vice, after a strict and searching 
examination, Aug. 31, 1858, was 
appointed a Haval Cadet, and joined 
her Majesty's screw steam-mgate 
EuryaluSj 51 guns, Capt. ^hn 
Walter Tarleton, C.B. After a 
leave of absence of a few weeks. 
Prince Alfred joined his ship for 
active sea-service, Oct. 27, 1858, 
and served in the St. George on 
various foreign stations, visited 
many of the countries on the shores 
of the Mediterranean, and extended 
his travels to America and the West 
Indies. In Dec. 1862, Prince Alfred I 
declined the offer made to him of 
the throne of Greece. In Feb. 1866, 
Parliament granted him -815,000 a 
year, payable &om the day on which 
he attamed his majority, with an 
additional ^610,000 on his marriage. 
He was created Duke of Edinburgh, 
Earl of Kent, and Earl of XTMer 
in the peerage of the United King- 
dom, May 24, 1866, and took las 
seat in the House of Lords, June 8. 
His Royal Highness was sworn in 
Master of the Trinity House, 
March 21, 1866, and received the 
freedom oi the City of London,

1 Since then he has visited nearly 
I every country in the world, pro- 
I ceeding first to Australia, where he

I Irishman, named O'FarreU, to as- 
f sassinate the Prince at a picnic 
held at Olontarf, near Port Jackson, 
Hew South W^es, on March 12, 
1868.

On Oct. 15, 1874, the Duchess gave 
birth at Buckingham Palace to a 
I son, who, on the 23rd of the follow- 
ing month, was baptized by the 
names of Alfred Alexander Wil- 
liam Ernest Albert, the sponsors 
being Queen Victoria, the Emjjeror 
of Russia, the Emperor of Ger- 
many, the Prince of Wales, the 
Crown-Princess of Germany, and 
the Duke of Saxe-Cobui^-Gotha.

EDISON, Thomas Alva, in- i 
venter, bom in Ohio in 1847. The 
deficiencies of his education (limited 
to a school attendance of eight ^ 
weeks) were in part compensated 
for by the care of his mother and 
by his early passion for reading, 
which took particularly the direc- 
tion of chemistry. He became 
when still very young a newsboy 
on a railway, where he was able to 
continue his reading, and even to 
make some experiments in chemis- 
try, and to finally publish an 
amateur paper. Becoming inter- 
ested in telegraphy he studied it 
late at night m a railway station, 
and in a few months became so 
expert an operator that he was 
successively employed at Port 
Huron, Michigan, Stratford, Ca- 
nada, and Adrian, Michigan. At 
this last place he fitted up a small 
shop for the repair of telegraph | 
insfiruments, and for the manufac- 
ture of novel machinery Prom 
Adrian he went to Indianapohs, 
Indiana, where he invented his 
automatic repeater. After brief | 
stays at various places he settled | 
at Cincinnati, Ohio, and at the age 
of twenty had acquired some little 
reputation as a successful inventor, 
but was soon called to Boston on 
telegraphic business, where he set 
up a shop for his experiments. 
Not long afterwards he was made 
superintendent of the Gold Indica- 
tor Co. in New York, and while in 
that position establidied his factory 
fmr experiments in Newark, New 
Jersey. In 1876 he resigned his 
superintendency in order to devote 
his entire time to research and 
invention, locating himself for this 
purpose about twenty-five mU^ 
from New York, at a place called 
Menlo Park. He remained there 
until 1882, when he was obliged to 
return to New York to personally 
supervise the introduction of elec- 
tric light into the city. Mr. 


Edison’s inventions, which number 
about three hundred, include the 
carbon telephone, the phonograph, 
the micro-tasimeter, the aerophone, 
the megaphone, the phonometer, 
the electeic pen, and the quadruplex 
system of telegraphing. 

EDMUNDS, George P., lawyer 
and politician, was bom m Rich- 
mond, Vermont, Peb. 1, 1828. He 
was educated at the common schools 
and by a private tutor, studied law 
1 at an early age, and began the 
' practice in 1849. In 1851 he re- 
moved to Burlmgton, Vermont. 
Prom 1854 to 1859 he was a member 
of the lower branch of the State 
Legislature, servmg as Speaker for 
three of these years. In 1861-2, 
he was a State Senator acting as 
Speaker pro tempore. On the death 
of Mr. Poote in 1866, he was ap- 
' pointed to the vacancy in the U. S 
Senate, which position he has con-

tions. He is one of the prominent 
Bepubhean leaders of that body, 
and has been a member of some of 
its most important committees.

" The Economy of the Fine Arts in 
England,” 1840 ; " A Letter on the 
Present State of the Education 
Question,” 1846; and of various 
pubhcations on the question of 
Public Libraries in this country 
and in the United States. Mr. 
Edwards contributed several bio- 
^ graphical and other articles to the 
eighth edition of the "‘Encyclopsedia 
Britanniea,” and wrote "A View 
of the Various Schemes which have 
been proposed for the Classification 
of Human Elnowledge,” published 
in the Transactions of the Liverpool 
Historical Society. 

EDWARDS, Henri Milne, 
naturalist, of Belgian origin, mem- 
ber of the ^ Institute and of the 
Academy of Medicine, born at 
Bruges, Oct. 23, 1800, studied 
medicine at Paris, and obtained 
his degree of Doctor in July, 1823. 
After holding the Professorship of 
Natu^ BListory at lie Lycee 
Henri IT., he was appointed in 
1841 to a similar position at the 
Museum of the Faculty of Sciences, 
of which he became Dean, and was 
made Professor of Zoology to the 
Museum, in place of M. Isidore 
Geoffroy Saint-Hilaire, May 28, 
1862. In 1838 he was admitted a 
member of the Academy of Sciences 
(section of Anatomy and Zoology) 
as successor to M. Cuviei* ; was 
elected an associate of the Academy 
of Medicine in 1854; created an 
officer of the Legion of Honour in 
April, 1847, and was promoted to 
the rank of Commander, Aug. 13, 
1861. He is the author of '^Re- 
cherches Anatomiques sur les 
Crustaces,” 1828, " crowned” by the 
Academy of Sciences ; '' Manuel de 
Mati^reM5dieale,” 1832; "Nouveau 
Formulaire Pratique des Hdpitaux,” 
1840; "BUstoire Naturelle des 
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Crustaces,” 1837-41 ; Le 90 iis snr 
la Physiologie et rAnatomie com- 
pareede rHomme et des Animanx/’ 
1855-60 ; and other 'works. M 
Edwards superintended the publi- 
cation of a new edition of Lamarck’s 

L’Histoire Naturelle des non- 
Vertebres/’ 1838-1845 ; and has 
contributed to various scientific 
reviews, dictionaries, and periodi- 
cals. The honorary degree of M B. 
was conferred upon him by the uni- 
versity of Leyden in Feb. 1875. In 
1878 the King of Portugal conferred 
on him the Grand Cross of the 
Order of Christ. 

EBWAEDS, Henet Sutheb- 
LAND, bom in 1828, was educated 
at one of the branch schools of 
King’s College, London, and in 
France, where he lived many years. 
In 1856 he visited Eussia, on the 
occasion of the coronation of Alex- ; 
ander U., and, remaining some ; 
months in Moscow, studied the 
Eussian language. He published, 
in 1858, a collection of Sketches | 
and Studies^’ (contributed origi- ' 
nally to a magazine), under the 
title of the ‘'Eussians at Home.” 
This was followed, in 1862, by 
** History of the Opera.” In that 
year Mr. Edwards went to Poland, 
where an insurrection seemed to be 
preparing, and to Eussia, where 
measures were being taken for the 
emancipation of the serfs, as special 
correspondent of the Times; and, 
on his return to England, published : 
" The Polish Captivity.” In 1863, 
immediately after the rising in i 
Poland, he was again sent out by 
the Times, He took part in and 
described some of the principal 
expeditions from Galicia into the j 
kingdom of Poland ; went, at the j 
crisis of the insurrection, to War- ' 
saw, and, soon after his arrival, 
was ordered to quit the city within 
twenty-four hours. Allowed to 
choose his route, he proceeded to 
Petersburg, and thence to 
Moscow, and the South of Eussia, j 
returning to Galicia through Kieff 
and Volhynia.

EBWAEBS, Miss Matilda Bar- 
bara Beth AM, bom at Westerfield, 

1 Suffolk, in 1836, on the maternal 
1 side, of a good old north-country 
family, the Be Bethams of Betham, 
near Kendal, Westmoreland. From 
the Bethams, this lady inherited 
literary tast^, her grandfather, 
the Eev. W. Betham, Eector of 
I Stonham AspaE, Suffolk, her tmcle. 
Sir William Betham, Ulster King- 
at-Arms, and her aunt, Matilda 
Betham, having all won for them- 
selves an honourable place in lite- 
rature. On her father’s side. Miss 
Betham Edwards came of a highly 
respectable Suffolk family, the ^d^ 
branches having been I^ded pro- 
prietors for many generations. Her 
first effort in fiction, a story, " The 
White House by the Sea,” puV 
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lished when she was nineteen, has 
since been many times reprinted in 
popular editions, and smce that 
time she has devoted herseH en- 
tirely to literature, contributing to 
Pu7iclij the Graj^hiC) the Pall Mall 
Gazette^ Fraser^ s Magazine, and other 
leading periodicals, and publishing 
several novels, the most popular of 
which are ‘‘Doctor Jacob,” and 
“Kitty?” hut all have been re- 
pi'inted in America, and on the 
Continent, and in several editions 
at home. Among her miscellaneous 
contributions to literature may be 
mentioned “ A Winter with the 
Swallows in Algeria,"’ “A Tear in 
Western France,” “Mrs. Punch's 
Letters to Her Daughter,” in Punch, 
“ History of the International

EGGEE, EMiiifi, member of the 
Institute, bom at Paris, July 18, 
1813, is of German extraction. He 
received his degi*ee of Doctor in 
Letters in 1833; was professor in 
various colleges in Paris, and first 
became known by his editorship of 
new editions of the works of Yarro, 
Longinus, and fragments of Festus 
and Yerrius Flaccus. In 1839 he 
gained the prize offered by the Aea- 
d^znie des Inscriptions et Belles- 
Lettres for “ Examen Critique des 
Historiens Anciens de la Yie et du 
Eegne d'Auguste,” which was pub- 
lished at Paris in 1844. He was 
appointed Maitre de Conferences 
at the Hormal School, and Assistant 
Professor of Greek literature to 
the Paris Faculty of Letters ; was 
elected a member of the Acad4mie 
des Inscriptions et Belles-Lettres 
in 1854, m place of M. Guerard, 
and was decorated with the Cross 
of the Legion of Honour in 1846, 
was advanced to the grade of Officer 
in 1866, and to that of Commander j 


in 1879. M. Egger is the author

EGGLESTON, Edwajrd, D.D., 
bom at Yevay, Indiana, Dec. 10, 
1837. He attended various schools 
and academies until his seventeenth 
year, hut continued ill-health pre- 
vented a regular attendance at any 
of them, and finally compelled 
him to substitute home study for 
a collegiate coxuse. He began 
preaching at a very early age ; hut 
his first regular pastorate was at 
St. Peter, Minnesota (then on the 
Indian frontier), in 1867-8. He 
was appointed a general agent of 
the Bible Society in 1858 ; pastor 
of the Market Street Methodist 
Church in St. Paul, Minnesota, 
1859-60 ; of the Methodist Chnrch 
at Stillwater, 1860-61 ; of the Jack- 
son Street Methodist Church in 
St. Patil, 1862-63 ; and of the Me- 
thodist Church at Winona, Min- 
nesota, 1864r65. From 1866 to 
1870 he was editor of the ZiUle 
Corporal, iihe National Sunday School 
Teacher, and other periodicals in 
Chicago. In 1870 he removed to 
BrooHyn, New York, and became 
literary editor of the New York 
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Independent, a religious weekly, of 
which he had previously been the 
western correspondent. A few 
months later he was made super- 
intending editor, which position he 
resigned m July, 1S71, to take 
charge of The Hearth and Home, , 
His first two novels, contributed as , 
serials to this latter paper, having 
opened a new and tempting path ‘ 
to him, he resigned the editorship 
of The Hearth and Home about the 
end of 1872, and has not since 
attached himself editorially to any 
periodical. In 1874 he carried out 
a long-cherished plan of establish- 
ing an Independent Church without 
a creed. To do this he accepted 
the call of the Lee Avenue Congre- 
gational Church, in the Eastern Dis- 
trict of Brooklyn, conditioned on 
its acceptance of this platform, or 
lack of platform. He was obliged 
in 1879 to resign this pastorate on 
account of the complete breaking 
down of his health ; and since his 
recovery he has wholly given up 
preaching and aU public spealdng, 
and has devoted himself entirely 
to letters. Mr. Eggleston paid a 
brief visit to Europe in 1877, and 
spent about a year here, from 1S79 
to 1880. Since his return to America 
he has resided at Lake George, 
Hew York. He has published ‘'The 
Hoosier Schoolmaster,” 1871 j "The 
End of the World,” 1872 ; “ Mys- 
tery of Metropolisville,^’ 1873 ; "The 
Circuit Eider,” 1874 j " School- 
master's Stories for Boys and Girls,” 
1874 ; and " Eosy/' 1878, In con- 
nection with Mrs. L. E. Seelye he

in , 1842 5 and another, entitled 
"Etude sur rHistoire Primitive 
des Eaces Oceaniennes et Ameri- 
caines.” In concert with M. Ismayl 
Urbain, he published, in 1839, 
"Lettres sur la Eace Hoire et 
Blanche.” M. d'Eichthal, who had 
previously been appointed a mem- 
ber of tbe central committee of 
the Societe Geographique, assisted 
in 1848 in the editorship of the 
journal Le Credit, and since that 
time has devoted himself to social 
questions, and the amelioration of 
tile condition of the human race. 
In 1863 M. d'Eichthal published 
an ex^etical work, entitied "Les

EICHTHAL, Gustave u’, publi- 
cist, descended from a family of

des trois premiers Evanses

don^ but he soon returned to France, 
where he has since pubhshed " La 
Sortie d^Egypte d’apres les Eecits 
combines du Pentateuque et de 
Manethon," 1872; '^Memoire sur 
le texte priniitif du premier Eecit 
de la Creation,” 1875; and "Le 
Site de Troie, selon M. Lechevalier 
on selon M. Schliemann,” 1875. 

EISENLOHE, August, Ph. D., 
Egyptologist, was bom Oct. 6, 1832, 
at Mannheim in the Grand Duchy ! 
of Baden, where his father was a j 
physician. After a preliminary | 
training in the lyceum of his native 
town he entered the University of I 
Heidelberg in 1850, applying him- 
self to the study of Protestant 
theology, which he continued at 
Gottingen till 1853, when he re- 
turned to Heidelbeig, and entered 
the theol<gical seminary. Illness 
compelled him to avoid serious 
study for several years, and on his 
recovery he abandoned theology, 
and devoted his attention to the 
natural sciences, e^ecially che- 
mistry, under the instruction of 
Professors E. Bunsen and Erlen- 
meyer. He graduated Ph.D. in 
1859, and afterwards established a 
chemical manufactory. By com- 
mercial intercourse with China he 
became acquainted with the Chinese 
language, and was thus led to the 
study of hiercglyphics, which he 
has prosecuted with great zeal 
since 1864, aided by the advice 
of MM. Chabas and Brugsch. On 
giving up commercial pursuits, he 
enterSi, after some years, the 
academical career as Privatdocent 
of the 'Egyptian language and 
Archaeology by a dissertation "Die 
analytische Erklarung des demo- 
tisehen Theila der Eosettana,” 
Theil i. Leipsic, 1869. In the same 
year he undertook, generously aided 
by the Grand Duke of Baden, a 
scientific exploration of Egypt. 
Having been present at the inau- 
guration of the Suez Can^, he 
sailed up the Nile to the second 


cataract of Wadi Haifa, studying, 
copying, and photographing the m- 
scriptions. On this occasion he had 
the good fortune to he allowed to 
study the Great Harris Papyrus in 
the House of the late Consul Har- 
ris, at Alexandria, and to make 
extracts from it, which he after- 
wards translated. In March, 1870, 
he left Egypt and returned home. 
Coming to this country in 1872, he 
I assisted Miss Harris in selling to 
the British Museum for J63,300 her 
valuable collection of Greek and 
Egyptian papyri. Of this collec- 
tion, and especially of the Great 
Harris Papyrus, he gave a descrip- 
tion, translation, and commentary 
in a pamphlet " Der grosse Papyrus 
Harris. Ein wichtiger Beitrag zur 
Aegyptischen GescMchte, ein 3000 
Jahr alte Zeugniss fur die Mo- 
saische Eeligionstiftung enthal- 
tend,’^ Leipsic, 1872. He Seated 
the same subject with the original 
text in the Transactions of the 
Society of Biblical Archaeology 
(vol. i , part ii., 1872), " On ihe 
political condition of Egypt before 
the reign of Eameses III.” His 
explanations were, however, sharply 
criticised by M. Chabas, in his "Ee- 
cherches pour servir h. PHistoire de 
la XIX® Dynastie” (Chdlons and 
Paris, 1873). Dr. Eiseulohr replied 
to M. Chabas in an article in the 
Aegyptische Zeitschriftj 1873. In 
the same periodical he published a 
translation of the whole of the great 
Harris Papyrus. In Dec. 1872, he 
was nominated a Professor Extra- 
ordinary in the University of Heidel- 
berg, and was elected an honorary 
member of the Society of Biblic^ 
Archseology at London, and of the 
Society "El Chark”at Constanti- 
nople. He attended tiie Interna- 
tional Congress of Orientalists held 
in London in 1874. 

ELIOT, CharixES William, 
LL.D., was bom at Boston, Mas- 
sachusetts, March 20, 1834. He 
was prepared for college at the 
Boston Public Latin School, and 
graduated (A.B.) at Harvard in 
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1S53. He was Tutor in Mathe- 1 
matics at Harvard, 1854-53; As- j 
sistant Professor of Mathematics i 
and Chemistry, 1858-61; of Che- ' 
mistry, 1861-63 ; Professor of Che- 
mistry in the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology, 1865-69; and 
was chosen President of Harvard 
May, 1869. In conjunction with 
F. H. Storer he has written a 
" 3Ianual of Inorganic Chemistry," 
1866, and a Manual of Qualitative 
Chemical Analysis," 1869, besides 
various contributions to scientific 
journals. 

ELIOT, Samuel, LL.D., bom in 
Boston, Dec 22,1821. He graduated ; 
at Harvard College in 1839 ; was for j 
two years engaged in mercantile | 
business in Boston, and subse- i 
quently travelled in Europe. In i 
1847 he published some Passages I 
from the History of Liberty,^^ that 
were intended to form a part of a 

History of Liberty," which he 
had meditated for several years. 
The first instalment appeared in 
1849, under the title of "The 
Liberty of Eome,” altered to that 
of "ffistory of Liberty, Part I., 
the Ancient Eomans followed in 
1853 by Part II., "The Early 
Christiiis.” In 1856 he published 
"A Manual of the United States 
History between the years 1792 and 
1850 and in 1880 a selection of 
“Poetry for Children." He was 
Professor of History and Political 
Science in Trinity College, Hart- 
ford, from 1856 to 1864, and Pre- 
sident of the College from 1860 to 
1864. In 1871-3 he was Lecturer 
at Harvard; from 1872-76 Head- 
Master of Oirls' BSgh School in 
Boston; and from 1878 to 1880 
Superintendent of the Boston 
Public Schools. 

ELLICOTT, The Eight Eev. 
Chables John, D.D., Bishop of 
Gloucester and Bristol, was bom 
April 25, 1819, at WMtwell, near 
Stamford, of which parish his father, 
the Eev. Charles Spencer EHicott, j 
was rector. He received his early 
educatkm at Oakham and Stamford 


schools, and then proceeded to Cam- 
bridge, where he graduated B A. 
with honours in 1841, and was 
elected a Fellow of St. John’s Col- 
lege. In 1S42 he carried off the 
first Member’s prize, and in the fol- 
lowing year the Hulsean prize on 
" The History and Obligation of the 
Sabbath.’’ Hi 1848 he was collated 
to the rectory of Pilton, m Eutland- 
shire, but he resigned this small 
living ten years later on being 
chosen to succeed Dr. Trench, the 
present Archbishop of Duhliu, as 
Professor of Divinity in King’s Col- 
lege, London. In 1859 he was ap- 
pointed Hulsean Lecturer, and in 
the following year was elected 
Hulsean Professor of Divinity in 
the Umversity of Cambridge. The 
Hulsean Lectoes for 1860 " On the 
Life of our Lord Jesus Christ ’’ dis- 
played profound theological erudi- 
tion, and showed that their anthor 
possessed a critical knowledge of 
the Greek language. They at- 
tracted much attention even be- 
yond the limits of the universify, 
and it became obvious that Dr. EIH- 
cott would be selected for high 
preferment in the church. He was 
nominated by the Crown to the 
Deanery of Exeter in 1861, and in 
1863 to the united sees of Gloucester 
and Bristol, which had been vacated 
by the translation of Bishop Thom- 
son to York. A principal feature of 
Bishop EHicott’s episcopate is said 
to be his hearty sympathy with the 
clergy of different theological 
" schools of thought." To him IJie 
diocese of Gloucester and Bristol 
owes its Theological College, and 
the city of Bristol its " Church Aid 
Fund " for supply!^ spiritual help 
of a missionary kind to its over- 
grown parishes. He has also insti- 
tuted a plan of isming every year a 
Pastoral Letter, in which he com- 
ments on passing ecclesiastical 
events, without waiting to deal with 
them for the first time in a Triennial 
Charge. His lordship takes an ac- 
tive part in the deliberatnms of the 
Upper House of the CJonvocation of 
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the Province of Canterbury. Be- 
sides bis Hulsean Lectures, already 
referred to, wMcb have reached a 
5tb edition (1869), Bishop EUicott 
has published “Ihe Bistory and 
Obligation of the Sabbath,^' a dis- 
sertation which obtained the Hul- 
sean Pkze for 1843, Ganib., 1844 ; a 
‘^Treatise on Analytical Statics,^^ 
1851 ; Critical and Grammatical 
Oonimentaries on the Epistles to 
the Galatians (1854), and Ephesians 
(1S55), Philippians, Colossians, 
Thessalonians, Philemon, and on 
the Pastoral Epistles ” (1858) ; an 
essay on the " Apocryphal Gospels " 
in Cambridge Besays, 1856; “The 
Destiny of the Creature, and other 
sermons^ preached before the Uni- 
versity of Cambridge,” 1858; an 
article on “ Scripture, and its In- 
terpretation ” in Archbishop Thom- 
son's “ Aids to Faith,” 1861 ; “The 
Broad Way and the Harrow Way,” 

2 sermons, 1863 ; “ Considerations 
on the Revision of the English Ver- 
sion of the Hew Testament,” 1870 ; 
“ Six Addresses on Modem Seep- | 
ticism,’* published by the Society 
for Promoting Christian Knowledge, 
1877 ; “ Six Addresses on The Being 
of God,” published by the same 
society, 1879 ; papers in the publi- 
cations of the Christian Evidence 
Society, and annual addresses to 
the clergy of his diocese, published 
under the title of “ Diocesan Pro- 
gress” (1879-1883). The bishop 
was for eleven years the chairman 
of the Company of the Revisers of 
the Authorized Version of the Hew 
Testament, published in 1881. BCe 
is also the editor of “ A Hew Testa- 
ment Commentary for English 
readers, by various Writers,^' in 3 
volumes; and of a "Commentary 
on the Old Testament,” on a similar 
plan, of which three volumes have 
recently appeared (1883). 

ELLIOT, The Vest Rev. Gin- 
BEST, D D., a son of the late Right 
Hon Hugh Elliot, and brother of 
Sir C. Elliot, K C.B., bom in 1800, 
was educated at St. John’s College, 
Cambridge (B A., 1822; M. A., 1824), 


Having held some inferior prefer- 
ments, including the mcumhency of 
Trinity Church, Marylebone, he was 
nominated in 1850 to the Deanery of 
Bristol. Dr. Ehiot, who is well 
hnown as a leader of the Low Church 
party, took an active part as pro- 
locutor in the Lower House of Con- 
vocation from 1857 till 1864, when 
he resigned. He is the author of 
one or two volumes of sermons. 

ELLIOT, The Right Hon. Sib 
Henby Geobge, G.C B., second sur- 
viving son of the second Earl of 
Mmto, by Mary, eldest daughter of 
Patrick Brydone, Esq , was bom in 
1817. He was educated at Eton, 
and held the post of secretary and 
aide-de-camp to Sir John^ Franklin 
in Tasmania from 1836 to‘l839. He 
was appointed a precis writer in the 
Foreign Office in 1840 , an attache 
to the embassy at St Petersburg m 
1841 ; Secretary of Legation at the 
Hague in 1848 ; transferred to 
Vienna in 1853 ; and nominated 
Envoy to Denmark, March 31, 1858. 
La 1859 he was sent on a special 
mission to the king of the 
Sicilies, and in 1862 to the king of 
Greece ; was appointed Envoy to the 
king of Italy, Sept. 12, 1863,'^in suc- 
cession to Sir James Hudson; and 
Ambassador to the Sublime Ottoman 
Porte in 1867. Shortly afterwards 
he was sworn of the Privy Council, 
and on Hov. 22, 1869, he was created 
a Knight Grand Cross of the Order 
of the Bath. He was associated 
with the Marquis of Salisbury as 
joint-plenipotentiary at the Con- 
ference of the representatives of 
the great Powers held at Constanti- 
nople in 1876-77 for the puipose of 
considering the critical position of 
affairs in Iffie East. At the close of 
that Conference the plenipoten- 
tiaries returned to England, and Sir 
Henry Elliot, who happened to be 
extremely unpopular among the sec- 
tion of the Liberal party who sym- 
pathised with Russia, was not sent 
hack to -the Sublime Porte as Am- 
bassador, that post being conferred 
on Mr. Layard. On Dee. 31, 1877, 
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hoTV'eyer, he was appointed Ambas- 
sador at Vienna. 

ELLIOTT, Chables Wyelys, 
bom at Gruildford, Connecticut, May 
27, ISl 7. After spendmg some years 
in mercantile pursuits, be studied 
horticulture and landscape garden- 
mg, and from 1840 to 1848 practised 
these pursuits in Cmcinnati. He 
then returned to New Yort, and 
engaged with his brother in the iron 
business, but devoted much time to 
literary and philanthropic labour. 
In 1857 he was appointed one of the 
Commissioners to lay out the Cen- 
tral Park in New York. He now 
resides at Guildford, Connecticut. 
Besides contributions to periodicals 
he has published: Cottages and 
Cottage Life ’’ (1848) ; “ Mysteries, 
or Glnni>ses of the Supernatural” 
(1852) ; “ St. Domingo, its devolu- 
tion and its Hero ” (1855) ; The 
New England History^^(lS57); "Ee- 
markable Characters and Places m 
the Holy Land” (1867); ^'Wind 
and Whirlwind,” a novel (1868);

ELLIS, Alexandeb John, 
F.E.S , F.S.A., formerly Sharpe, 
the name having been changed by 
royal license in 1825, was bora June 
14, 1814, at Hoxton, and educated 
at Shewsbury, Eton, and Trinity 
College, Cambridge, of which he j 
was elected a scholar in 1835, 
and graduated B.A., being sixth 
wrangler, and first in the second- 
class in classics in 1837. He was 
elected a Fellow of the Cambridge 
Philosophical Society in 1837, of 
the Eoyal Society in 1864 (having 
been a member of the Council for 
1830-2), of the Society of Anti- 
quaries in 1870, and of the Collie 
of Preceptors in 1873. He was 
President of the Philolc^cal So- 
ciety during 1872-4, and also 
1880*2, of which Society he is now 
a Vice-President. 3M[r. Ellis is also 
a member of the Mathematical 
Society of London, and in 1825 
entered the Middle Temple as a 
student, of which he is stiU a mem-

ELLIS, George Edward, D.I>., 
bom in Boston, Aug 8, 1814. He 
graduated at Harvard College in 
1833, studied theology at the Cam- 
bridge Divinity School, and after 
travelling for a year in Europe, was 
in 1838 ordained pastor of the Har- 
vard Church (Unitarian), Charles- 
town, 3Iassachusetts, a position 
which he resigned in 1869. In the 
meanwhile, from 1857 to 1864, he 
was Professor of Doctrinal Theo- 
logy in the Cambridge Divinity 
School. He is now at the Tremont 
Temple, Boston. Eor a long time 
he edit^ the Christian Register , the 
organ of the Unitarians of Massa- 
chusetts, and in conjunction with 
the George Putnam, D.D.,the 
Christian Examiner, He has pub- 
lished many sermons and addresses, 
has contributed largely to periodi- 
cals, and in 1864 delivered a course 
of Lowell Lectures on the Evidences 
of Christianity. He wrote the 
lives of John Mason, Ann Hutchin- 
son, and William Penn, in Sparks’s 
“American Biography,” and has 
published “The Half Century of 
the Unitarian Controversy” (1857), 
“The Aims and Purposes of the 
Founders of Massachusetts” (1869), 
“ Memoir of Jared Sparks ” (1869), 
“ Memoirs of Sir Benjamin Thomp- 
son, Count Rumford” (1871), 
“ !ffistory of the Battle of Bunker’s 
HOI” (1875), “Memoir of Jacob 
Bigelon” {1^1)> and “The Bed 
Man and the White Man ” (1882). 

ELLIS, Eobikson, son of James 
Ellis, Esq,, bom Sept. 5, 1834, at 
Banning, near Maidstone, Kent, 
was educated at Elizabeth College, 
Guernsey, and Rugby School, then 
at Balliol College, OsSord. He was 
elected a Fellow of Trinity College, 
Oxford, in 1858, and appointed 
Professor of Latin in University 
College, London, Jan. 8, 1870. Pro- 
fessor Ellis published a small edi- 


tion of Catullus in 1866, a larger 
and more elaborate one in 1867; 
“The Poems and Fragments of 
Catullus, translated in the Metres 
of the Original,” 1871. He is a 
contributor to the Catribrndge Journal 
of Philology, and to the Academy. 
The University of Dublm conferred 
on him the honoraiy degree of 
LL.D. in July, 1882. 

ELYEY, Sir George Job, Mus. 
Doc., son of the late Mr. John 
Elvey, of Canterbury, was bom in 
that city March 27, 1816 He com- 
menced his musical education as a 
chorister of Canterbury Cathedral, 
under Mr. Highmore Skeats, the 
organist. In 1834, he gained the 
Gresham prize medal for his anthem, 
“Bow down thine ear” In the 
following year he was appointed to 
succeed Mr. Skeats as organist of 
St. George’s Chapel, Windsor, and 
in 1837 he was appointed organist 
to the Queen. Mx. Elvey entered 
Hew College, Oxford, and gradu- 
ated as Bachelor of Music in 1838, 
his exercise being a short oratorio, 
“ The Resurrection and Ascension,” 
which was afterwards produced in 
London by the Sacred Harmonic 
Society, on Dec. 2, 1840, and which 
has also been rendered at Boston, in 
the United States, and at Glasgow. 
He proceeded to the degree of Doctor 
of Music at Oxford in 1841, having 
obtained a dispensation from the 
late Duke of Wellington by which 
he was enabled to take his degree 
two years earlier than the statutes 
of the University would permit. 
His exercise on this occasion was 
an anthem, “ The ways of Zion do 
mourn.” He composed an anthem 
for voices and orchestra, “The 
Lord is King,” for the Gloucester 
Musical Festival of 1853, and a 
similar one, Sing, O Heavens,” 
for the Worcester Festival of 1857- 
Sir G. Elvey’s compositions are all 
of an ecclesiastical character ; many 
of his anthems have been published. 
He composed a “ Festal March ” for 
the wedding of H^ Royal High- 
ness the Princess Louise in 1871, 
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which was afterwards perfonned m 
public. In the same year he re- 
ceived, from the hands of the Queen, 
the honour of knighthood. His 
tune for the harvest hymn, “ Come, 
ye thankful people,^' is generally- 
admired. He married first in 1838 
Harriette, daughter of Mr. H^h- 
more Skeats; secondly, in 1854, 
Isabella Georgina, daughter of the 
late tf. B- Xichols, Hsq., E.S.A. ; 
thirdly, in 1865, Elenora Grace, 
daughter of the late Mr. Eichard 
Jarvis, of Cambridge Terrace, 
Hyde Park ; and, fourthly, in June, 
1882, Mary, daughter of the late 
Mr. Joseph Savory, of Buckhurst 
Park, Sunningdale, Berkshire. On 
the occasion of his last marriage, 
he resigned the post of organist to 
the Chapel Eoyal of St. George, 
"Windsor. 

ELWIN, The Eev. Whit well, 
M.A., a member of a good family 
in Norfolk, bom Feb. 26, 1816, was 
educated at Cains College, 0am- 
bri<^e, where he graduated B.A. 
in 183^ He held for some years 
the curacy of Hemington-with- 
Hardington, Somerset, and was 
appointed, in 1849, rector of Booton, 
Norfolk, a living in the patronage 
of his family. He became in July, 
1853, editor of the Quarterly JEtemew 
in succession to Mir. Lockhart, and 
resigned the post in July, 1860. 
Since then he has been engaged in 
preparing a new edition of "The 
Works of Alexander Pope,” the 
eighth volume of which appeared 
in 1872. 

ELY, Bishop of, {See Wood- 
ford, Ds.) 

EMLY (Lord), The Eioht Hon. 
WiDLiAX Monssll, eldest son of 
■the late William MonseU, Esq., of 
Tervoe, cdTlnmerick, bom in 1812, 
and educated at Winchester and 
Oriel College, Oxford, is a Magis- 
trate and Deputy-Lieutenant for 
the county of Limerick, for which 
he served as High Sheiift in 1835. 
He sat as one of the members, in 
the Liberal inteest, for the county 
of Limerick from Aug. 1847, until 


his elevation to the peerage Mr. 
MonseU joined the Catholic Church 
in 1850. He was Clerk of the Ord- 
nance from Dec. 1852, tiU Feb. 
1857, when he was transferred to 
the Presidentship of the Board of 
Health, which he held till Sept.; 
was sworn a Privy Councillor in 
1855 ; was Vice-President of the 
Board of Trade from Feb. tiU July, 
1866 ; ITnder-Seeretary of State for 
the Colonies from Dec. 1868, tUl 
1870 ; and Postmaster-General from 
the latter date till 1873, when he 
was created a peer. 

ENAULT, Loiris, journalist and 
author, bom at Isigny, Calvados, 
in 1824, studied law at Paris, and 
became an advocate. He was im- 
prisoned a short time after the 
revolution of 1848, on account of 
his connection with the Legitimist 
party, and on his release he quitted 
France and visited England, Scot- 
land, the Hebrides, and Germany. 
Ee-feuming to Paris in 1851, he en- 
gaged in literary pursuits ; in 1863 
made a journey to the East; and 
in 1854 was intrusted by the Go- 
vernment with a mission, having 
for its object the examination of 
the north of Europe, including the 
shores of the Baltic, Denmark, 
Sweden, and Norway. M. feoault 
was for some time engaged upon 
the Consfitutionnel and Le Nerd, as 
literary critic, and has contributed 
to the Revue Contemj^raine, Le 
Pays, L'Ulust ration^ FigarOy La Cor- 
respondanee L^^#em^re,and La Revue 
Franraise either in his o-vm name or 
under the pseudonym of Louis de 
Vermond. He is the author of 
"Promenade en Belgique et sup 
les Bords du Ehin,” published in 
1852 5 " La Terre ^tinte,” in 1854 ; 
^‘Constantinople et la Turquie, Ta- 
bleau historique,” in 1855: "Voy- 
en Laponie et en Norv%e,” in 
1857 ; " De la Litt5rature des In- 
dous,” in 1860 ; and " La M5diter- 
ran^e, ses lies et s^s Bords,” in 
1862. Many of M. Enaulf s works 
are romances, the scenes being laid 
in places he has -visited. Ano^igst 
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them may be named Christine/^ 
1857; Vierge du Liban/' 1858; 
"L’ijnonr en Voyage/' and '^Un 
Amour en Lapome/' 1861; "Stel- 
la/’ 1863 , " En Province/’ and 
"Olga/’ 186i; "Irene/’ "Un 
Mariage Impromptu/’ ''' Deux 
Villes Mortes/’ 1865 ; " Un Drame 
Intime/’ 1866; "Le Roman d’une 
Veuve/’ 1867; "Frantz Muller, 
Axel, le Rouet d’Or,” tales, 1868;

and "La Vie a Deux,” 1874. He 
has translated for the Pays, Mrs. 
Stovre’s "Uncle Tom ; ” " Werther,” 
in 1855 , and has edited the " Me- 
moirs and Correspondence of Ma- 
dame d’Epinay.” M. Enault was 
decorated with the Cross of the 
Legion of Honour, Aug. 13, 1861 

ENFIELD (Viscount), ^ the 
courtesy title borne by the Right 
Hon. George Henry Charles Byng, 
Lord Strafford. He is the son and 
heir of the Right Hon. George 
Stevens Byng, second Earl of Straf- 
ford, and was bom in London in 
1830. He received his education 
at Eton and at Oxford. He repre- 
sented Tavistock in the Liberal 
interest from 1852 till Sept. 1857, | 
and sat for Middlesex from the 
latter ^te till Jan. 1874, when he 
was summoned to the House of 
Peers in his father’s barony. In 
1855 he was attached to Earl Rus- 
sell’s special mission to Vienna. 
He was Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Poor Law Board from 1865 till 
July, 1866. In Dec. 1870, he was 
appointed Under -Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs, and in Sept. 1880, 
Under-Secretary of State for India. 
The latter office he resigned in 
Dec. 1882. The appointment of 
Lord Kimberley as Secretary of 
State rendered this step necessary 
in order that one of the politick 
offices connected with the home 
administration of India might be 
represented in the House of Com- 
mons. Viscount Enfield was suc- 
ceeded by Mr. J. K. Cross in the 
office of Under-Secretary. 

ERCKMANN-CHATRIAN, the 


compound name of two French 
novelists, who have always written 
in collaboration with each other, 
and whose names are as indissolubly 
united as those of our, own Beau- 
mont and Fletcher. Emile Erck- 
mann was bom at Phalsbourg in 
the department of the Meurthe, 
May 20, 1822. He was the son of a 
bookseller, and after studying by 
fits and starts in the college of 
his native town, he proceeded to 
Paris to study law, but never prac- 
tised that profession. He resolved 
to earn a Hvmg with his pen, and 
accordingly commenced a series of 
works of fiction in conjunction with 
M. Alexandre Chatrian, who was 
born in the hamlet of Soldatenthal 
in the commune of AbreschwiUer, 
in the department of the Meurthe, 
Dec. 18, 1826, and who was an 
usher in the college at Phalsbourg, 
when M. Erckmann made his ac- 
quaintance in 1847. Prom that 
time the two friends composed 
numerous tales, all signed " Erck- 
mann-Chatrian,” and characterized 
by such umty of composition, that 
no one doubted they were the pro- 
duction of a single individual. At 
first they contributed feuilletons, 
which attracted little attention, to 
provincial journals, and wrote some 
dramatic pieces, which were fail- 
ures. They at length despaired of 
being able to gain a subsi^nce by 
their literary efforts, and accord- 
ii^ly M. Erckmann returned to his 
law books, while M. Chatrian ob- 
tained a situation in the offices oi 
the Eastern Railway Compa^p^ It 
was not until 1859 that publica- 
tion of ^^L’lUustre Dbcteur Mar 
theus” gave a certairu amount of 
popularity to the name of Erck- 
m fl.r>-n- n b p-t r i , Since then their 
reputation as writers of romances 
h^ been constantly and steadily 
increasing in consequence of a 
series of works containing faithful 
and graphic narratives of the man- 
ners and customs of Germany, and 
of the glories and military reverses 
of the Revolution and the Firsi 
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Empire. The titles of these works 
are — Contes Fantastiques,” 1S60 ; 
"Contes de la Montagne,” 1S60; 
" Maitre Daniel Fock/^ 1861 ; 
"Contes des Bords du Ehin/^ 1S62; 
"Be Fou Yegof/' 1862; ‘"Le Joueur 
de Clarinette/' 1S63 ; " La Taveme 
du Jambon de Zilayence/" 1863; 
"Madame Therese, ou les Yolon- 
taires de ’92,” 1863, originally pub- 
lished in the Journal des Behais; 
"L’Ami Fritz,” 1864; “Histoire 
d’un Consent de 1813,” 1864, trans- 
lated into English under the title 
of The Conscript ; a Tale of the 
French War of 1813;” "L’lnvasion 

Waterloo,” 1865, translated under 

the title of "^Waterloo, a Story of 
the Hundred Days;” ‘"iSistoire 
d’un Homme du Peuple,” 1865; 
" Ita Maison Forestiere,” 1866 ; 
"La Ouerre,” 1866; "Le Blocus,” 
1867, translated under the title of 
"The Blockade of Phalsburg; an 
Episode of the Pall of the First 
French Empire;” "ffistoire d’un 
Paysan,” 1868, an historical ro- 
mance, which has also been trans- 
lated into English; and "Le Juif 
Polonais,^* a play brought out suc- 
cesrftdly at the Thealie de Cluny 
in 1869. Among their more recent 
productions are — " The Story of 
the Plebiscite, related by one of 
the 7,500,000 who voted 'Yes’” 
(translated into Enghsh 1872) ; 
" Brigadier Frederic : A Story of 
an Alfifl imn Exile” (translated into 
English 1875) ; " Maitre Gaspard 
Fix ; suivi de FEducation d’un 
Feodal ; ” " Histoire d’un Conser- 
vateur;” " LTsthme de Suez;” 
and "^uvenirs d’un ancien Chef 
de Chantier ; suivi de TExiie,” 1876. 
Their three-act comedy "L’Ami 
Fritz,” was brought out success- 
fully at the Theatre Fran^ais, 
Dec. 4, 1876, notwithstanding the 
discredit which the Bonapwtists 
had endeavoured to cast beforehand 
on the piece by accusing the au- 
thors of want of patriotism, and 
sympathy with Oermany. Their 
nov^ "Les Yieux de la Yielie,” 
was published in 1882. 


EEICHSEY, John Enic, F.R.S , 
was born in ISIS, and educated at 
the Mansion House, Hammersmith, 
and at University College, London. 
He became a FeUow and a member 
of the Council of the Eoyal College 
of Surgeons, a Fellow of the Eoyal 
Society, and a member of various 
other learned and scientific insti- 
tutions, home and foreign. He was 
appointed Professor of Surgery and 
of Clinical Surgery at Umversity 
College, and surgeon to the hospital 
in ISS). Mr. Erichsen is now Eme- 
ritus Professor of Surgery and con- 
sulting surgeon to the hospital, and 
to many other medical charities. 
He has been President of the Eoyal 
College of Surgeons of England — 
of the Eoyal Medical and Chirur- 
gical Society, and of the Surgical 
Section of the Great International 
Medical Congress of ISSl. He was 
apj^inted S^retary to the Physio- 
logical Section of the British Asso** 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Science in 1844; was member of 
the Eoyal Commission on Yivi- 
section in 1875, and is Surgeon- 
Extraordinary to the Queen, Mr. 
Erichsen is the author of many 
works and essays on physiology and 
surgery — more esp^jially of the 
" Science and Ait of Surgery,” 
which has gone through eight large 
editions in this country, and many 
editions in America, brides being 
translated into several foreign lan- 
gmges. This work, from its exten- 
sive circulation, has probably exer- 
cised more influence on the progress 
of surgery in all English-speaking 
countries, than any other publica- 
tion of the day. Mr. Erich^n has 
been largely engaged as a consult- 
ing and operating surgeon for many 
years, and has devoted much atten- 
tion to surgery in its medico-legal 
aspects. 

EEICSSOH, John, bom in the 
province of Wermeland, Sweden, in 
1803. He entered the navy as 
ensign in 1820, was employ^ in 
surveys in Horthem Sweden, and 
rose to ihe rank of captain. In 
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1826 he came to England to intro- 
duce his invention of a fl am e 
engine,” hnt owing to the circum- 
stances under which it was tried, it 
proved unsuccessful. Soon after- 
wards he resigned his commission 
in the Swedish navy, and devoted 
himself, in England, to mechanical 
inventions, including that of the 
steam boiler, on the principle^ of 
artificial draught. This principle 
was applied in the '^Novelty,” a 
locomotive engine, which he con- 
structed to compete for a prize 
offered in 1829 by the Liverpool 
and Manchester Railway for the 
lightest and fastest locomotive en- 
gine. The " Novelty” failed, by an 
accident, to meet the conditions of 
the prize, which was awarded to 
George Stephenson. In 1839 he 
went Ao New York, where he was, 
in isii, employed to construct the 
war steamer Princeton, the fust 
built in which the propelling 
maehiiery was below the water 
lin^, and out of the reach of shot. 
To/the London Exhibition of 1851 
he sent several inventions, for which 
he received prizes. In 1852 he 
built the Ericsson, a steamer of 
2,000 tons, fitted with caloric en- 
gines, which he had previously in- 
"Vented while in England, in 1833. 
Although the experiment was satis- 
factory in several respects, the 
engines did not develop sufficient 
power to give a requisite rate of 
speed, and he thereupon turned his 
attention to the manufacture of 
stationary caloric engines, for pur- 
poses in which no great amount of 
power was required. He will he 
best known in connection with the | 
'^monitors” (so called from the j 
name of the &st one) — ^iron ships • 
with revolving iron turrets for the ' 
guns. The Monitor, a small vessel 
built by him in 100 days, proved 
more than a match for the Confede- 
rate iron-clad Merrimach, which had 
just before (in March, 1862) easily 
destroyed the two finest fri^tes in 
the United States navy. Of late 
years he has been trying to perfect 


the solar engine. He still resides 
in New York. 

ERNEST II* (OtJKE OP Saxe- 
CoBTJRG AND Gotha). AiTGtrsTirs- 
Ernest Charles John Leopold 
Alexander Edward, who reigns as 
Ernest II., was horn June 21^^ 1818, 
succeeded his father Jan. 29, 1844, 
and married the Princess Alexan- 
drina, daughter of the late Grand 
Duke Leopold of Baden, brother of 
the late Prince Consort, May 3, 
1842. In 1863 his name was put 
forward as a candidate for the 
vacant crown of Greece, but for 
state reasons he declined it. Duke 
Ernest, who has laboured to promote 
German unity, gave the stimulus 
to those liberal movements which 
induced the Emperor of Austria to 
make concessions to his subjects. 
He is an accomplished musician, 
and has composed several operas 
which have been produced in Ger- 
many with success. 

ESCOSURA, Don Patricio de 
LA, politician and author, born at 
Madrid, Nov. 5, 1807, passed his 
early years in Portugal, his father 
serving in the army of Castanos. 
Having studied at Valladolid, he 
returned in 1820 to Madrid, and 
studied under Lista. In 1824, in 
consequence of his connection with 
the secret society of the ‘^Numan- 
tinos,” he retired to Paris, studied 
mathematics under Lacroix, and 
afterwards repaired to London. On 
Ms return to Spain in ^ 1826, he 
entered a regiment of artillery, and 
was promoted in 1829 to the rank of 
officer. During tMs period he de- 
voted himself to literary pursuits 
and politics. In 1834 he was exiled 
as a Carlist to Olivera ; in 1835 he 
was appointed aide-de-camp and 
secretly to Gen. Cordova, upon 
whose retirement in 1836 he obtained 
Ms discharge. Upon the accession 
of Gen. Espartero to power, Eseo- 
sura was again exiled, and retired 
to Prance. Returning to Madrid 
in 1843, he was appointed a Secre- 
tary of State, and held office under 
i the Narvaez ministry, retiring tern- 
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porarily from public affairs in 1S46. 
After Iiaving been for some time 
ITnder-Seereta^ of State, in the 
Sotomayor Ministry in 1S47, he 
accepted the post of Envoy Extra- 
ordinary to Portugal in 1855, and 
became m the following year Minis- 
ter of the Interior in the Espartero 
Cabinet, which was soon succeeded 
by that of O’Donnell. He was Am- 
bassador to the German Empire 
from 1S72 to 1S74. He has obtained 
reputation as a poet, dramatist, and 
novelist, and is the author of the 
following poems . — " El Bulto ves- 
tido de Negro Capuz,” and " Heman 
Cortes enCholula dramas, ^'Corte 
del Buen retiro,” played m 1837 ; 
“ Barbara Blomberg,^^ Don Jaime 
'el Conquistador,” “La Aurora del 
Colon,” “ El Higuamota,” in 1838 ; 
“LasMocedades de Hernan Cortes,” 
“ Eoger de Plor,” ^Scc., in 1844-6 ; 
has written two historical romances, 
viz., “El Conde de Candespina,” 
published in 1832; and “Ni Eey, 
ni Eoque,” in 1^5; a political 
romance, entitled “ El Patriaa’ca 
del Talle,” in 1846 ; and “Historia 
Constitueional de Inglaterra,” in 
1859. 

ESCOTT, Thomas BAt Sweet, 
was born at Taunton, April 26, 
1841, being the eldest son of the 
Eev. Hay S, Escott, and member of 
a very old West ^merset family, 
whose seat is Hartrow Manor, near 
Taunton. He was educated at Ox- 
ford, where he graduated second 
class in the final examination in 
LiHeris Sumanioribus in June, 1865. 
Mr. Escott was lecturer in logic at 
King’s College, London, from 1868 
till 1872, and during the year 1870 
he acted as Professor Lonsdale's 
deputy as Professor of Classics. 
He adopted journalism as a profes- 
sion immediately after he came up 
to London, in 1865, from Oxford, 
and he has been closely and actively 
connected with the London daily 
and weekly press ever since. He 
has also written much for the chief 
monthly magazines, for the most 
part anonymcmsly. He published.

de TEtoile. Several of his works 
having been rejected for exhibition 
at the “Salon,” he did not again 
compete nntil 1841, when he was 
again successful. M. Etex, in addi- 
tion to being a scnlptor, has 
achieved renown as a painter, en- 
graver, and architect; obtain^ a 
first class medal for sculpture in 
1833, and the decoration in June, 
1841. He is the author of “Eseai 
sur le Bqau,'’ published in 1851 ; 
“Cours Elementaire de Dessin,” 
and “ J. Pradier, Ary Scheffer, 
Etudes,” in 1859. 

EU (Comte d'). Prince Loos 
P niiiiPEE Marie Eerdinand Gas- 
ton b’OrlAans, born at the chateau 
de Neuilly, in the department of the 
Seine, April 28, 1842, is the eldest 
son of the Duke de Nemours, and 
one of the grandsons of King Louis 
Philippe. Brought up in exile, he 
was educated for the military pro- 
fession, and went to take service in 
South America. In 1864 he maanied 
Isabella, the eldest da^hter el 
Dorn Pedro H. of BrazO, hehcees 
apparent of that vast empire. 
Domesticated in the palace of the 
c c 
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male brancli of tbe House of 
Braganza, and distinguished by 
the title of Marshal of the Empire, 
he took the command of the Brazi- 
lian forces as they were str ai n i ng 
every nerve for a supreme effort in 
Paraguay, and brought to a happy 
termination a campaign which, 
were its particulars entrusted to 
the treatment of a great poet, 
might rank among the most epic 
exploits of our times The struggle 
with Lopez, the Dictator of Para- 
guay, lasted for six years with 
varying success, and was closed by 
the death of Lopez on March 1, 
1S70, when General Camara, of the 
Brazilian cavalry, overtook the 
Dictator at Aquidubon, and, as he 
refused to surrender, he was cut 
down, sword in hand, at the head 
of a small body of troops, who 
manifested their attachment to 
their leader till the last. The 
Comte d^Eu afterwards made a 
triumphant entiy into Eio de 
Janeiro with the dlite of his victori- 
ous troops. He has had the direc- 
tion of affairs in Brazil during the 
frequent and protracted visits of the 
Emperor Pedro H. to Europe. 

EUGEK'DE, ex-Eitpress oe the 
French. Eugenie-Marie ns Guz- 
man, Countess oe TEba, born 
May 5, 1826, is the daughter of 
Dona Maria Manuela Kiri^atrick, 
of Closebum, countess-dowager de 
Montijos, whose father was English 
consul at Malaga at the period of 
her marriage with the Count de 
MontiJoB, an officer in the Spanish 
army, connected, more or less 
closely, with the houses of the 
.duke de Frias, representative of 
the ancient admires of Castile, of 
the duke of Fyars, and others of 
the highest rank, including the 
descendants of the kings of 
Aragon. On the death of the count 
de Montijos, his widow was left 
with a fortune adequate to the 
maintenance of her position, and 
two daughters, one of whom married 
the Duke of Alba and Berwick, 
lineally descended from James II. 


and Miss Churchill. For Eugenie, 
the second, a still higher destiny 
was reserved. In 1851, the Countess 
Teba, accompanied by her mother, 
paid a lengthened visit to Pans, 
and was distinguished at the various 
entertainments given at the Tuile- 
ries by the dignity and elegance of 
her demeanour, and by great per- 
sonal beauty, — of the aristocratic 
English rather than the Spanish 
style. Her mental gifts were not 
less attractive ; for her education, 
partly conducted m England, was 
very superior to that generally 
bestowed upon Spanish women, who 
seldom quit their native country. 
Shortly after the opposition of the 
higher Northern Powers had put 
an end to the idea of a union 
between the Emperor Napoleon III. 
and the Princess Carola Wasa of 
Sweden, he apprised the council of 
ministers of his intended marriage 
with the daughter of the Countess 
Montijos , a measure which excited 
some disapproval among them, and 
even led to their temporary with- 
drawal from office. During the short 
time which intervened between the 
public announcement of the ap- 
proaching event and its realization, 
the Countess Teha and her mother 
took up their abode in the palace of 
the Elysee. The marriage was 
celebrated with much magiuficence 
on Jan. 29, 1853, at Notee Dame. 
The life of the Empress Eugenie 
after her marriage was compara- 
tively uneventful, being passed 
chiefly in the ordinary routine of 
state etiquette j in visits to the 
various royal maisons de ^laisance, 
varied by an extended progress 
through France in company with 
her husband j by an annual sojourn 
for the benefit of her health at 
Biarritz, in the Pyrenees, the 
favourite summer resort of her 
family in the days of her girlhood ; 
by a journey to England and Scot- 
land, in the autumn of 1861, and in 
1864 to some of the German baths. 
Hie Empress EugEnie, who became 
the mother of an heir to the house 
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of Bonaparte, March. 16, 1S56, was 
a devoted supporter of the claims 
of the Holy See, and to her inflnenee 
much of the policy of the emperor 
towards Italy has been attributed. 
Accompanied by the emperor, she 
visited the cholera hospitals in 
Paris, in Oct., 1863, and her con- 
duct on this occasion was very 
highly commended. In July, 1866, 
she made, with the Prince Imperial, 
an official tour in Lorrame, and was 
present at the/e^e held at Xancy in 
commemoration of the reunion of 
that province with France. On j 
the occasion of the centenary of 
Xapoleon I., in Aug., 1869, she pro- 
ceeded with the Prmce Imperial to 
Corsica. In Oct. of the same year 
her Majesty made a voyage to the 
East on board the steam yacht 
VAigle. She went first to Venice, 
thence to Constantinople, next to i 
Port Said, where she was present at 
the formed opening of the Suez 
Canal (iTov. l^"), visited the most 
interesting places in Turkey and 
Egypt, and returned to France at 
the end of l^ovember. At the 
commencement of the war between 
France and Oermany she was ap- 
pointed Eegent (Jxdy 27, ISi'O) 
during the absence of the Emperor. 
Immediately after the revolution in 
Paris, on the 4th of Sept., she hur- 
riedly left the Tuileries, and escaped 
from France. She landed at Eyde, 
in the Isle of Wight, Sept. 9, 1870, 
and shortly afterwards preceded to 
join the Prince Imperial at Hastings. 
Camden House, Chislehurst, was 
subsequently selected as a residence 
by the Imperial exiles. In Oct., 
1871, the Empress went to Sjmn 
on a visit to her mother. The 
Emperor died at Chislehurst, Jan. 9, 
1873. At the beginning of tiie year 
1881 the Empress removed foom 
Camden House to the Famborough 
estate in Hampshire, close to the 
borders of the county of Surrey. 
The estate, which was purchased 
for je50,000, consists of about 257 
acres, with a picturesque mansion. 

EVAHS, John, Hon., P.CJi., 


Oxford, and LL.D , Dublin, Treas. 
and V.P.E.S., F.S.A., F O.S., &c., 
is son of the late Eev. A. B. Evans, 
D.D., who was head master of 
Market Bosworth Grammar School, 
1 Leicestershire. He was bom in 
1823, and educated by his father. 
In 1864 he published “The Coins 
of the Ancient Britons,^^ and in 
! 1872, “The Ancient Stone Imple- 
ments, Weapons, and Ornaments of 
Great Britain,^^ which was trans- 
lated into French and published 
in Paris in 1875. “The Ancient 
Bronze Implements, Weapons, and 
Ornaments of Great Bntaiu and 
Ireland,^’ appeared in ISSl, and a 
French translation of it in the fol- 
lowing year. He has also written 
on the Flint Implements in the 
Drift,^’ in the “ Arehajologia,” vols. 
3S and 39 ; and a variety of Papers 
in the Archasologia,^^ and in the 
Numismatic Chronicle, of which he 
is one of the editors. He was Pre- 
sident of the Geological Society in 
1875-6, and of the Anthropological 
i Institute in 187S-79, and has ^en 
' President of the Xumismatic Society 
since 1875. He is a J.P. and B.L. 
for Hertfordshire, of which county 
he was High Sherifi in 1881-82. 

E Y A K S, Sebastian, LL D., 
youngest son of the late Arthur 
Benoni Evans, D.D., bom at Mar- 
ket Bosworth, Leicestershire, March 
2, 1830, was educated at Emmanuel 
i College, Cambridge, graduating 
B.A. in 1853, M,A. in 1857, and 
LL.D. in 1868. He became mana- 
ger of the artistic department in 
Messrs. Chance Brothers Co/s 
glass works in 1857, in which capa- 
city he designed the Eohin Hood^’ 
j window exhibited in the Interna- 
tional Exhibition of 1802, and 
, lithographed by Mr. Waring in his 
I “Masterpieces of Industrial Art.” 
In 1865 he published a volume en- 
I titled “Brother Fabian’s MS. and 
other Poems,” and in 1875, a second, 

I “In the Stu^o, a decade of Poems.” 

I In 1867 he became editor of the 
Birmingham l>aily Chitetts, and in 
1868 unsucoessfuUy contested the 
c c 2 
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boroTigli of Birroingliamiiitlie Con- 
servatiTe interest. He resigned tlie 
editorsHp in Oct 1870, and was 
called to tlie bar in 1873, when he 
joined the Oxford Circuit. After 
practising for some years in Bir- 
mingham he removed to London in 
1878, and took an active part in the 
organization of the Conservative 
party in connection with the 
tion^ Union of Conservative Asso- 
ciations. In Oct., ISSl, he under- 
took the editorship of a new Con- 
servative Sunday newspaper, the 
People, which, under his manage- 
ment, has become an important 
organ of the party. Dr. Evans is 
author of a number of essays and 
poems, which have appeared in 
various periodicals. Several of his 
lectures have also been separately 
published. 

EYAETS, William Maxwell, 
IiL.D., bom in Boston, Eeb. 6, 1818. 
He graduated at Tale College in 
1837, studied at the Harvard Law 
School, and in IS^sl was admitted 
to the New York har, where he soon 
took a high position. From 1849 to 
1853 he was Deputy U. S. District 
Attorney. In the Impeachment 
trial of President Andrew Johnson, 
in the spring of 1868, Mr Evarts 
was the leading counsel for the de- 
fendant, and from July, 1868, to the 
close of Mr. Johnsou^s administra- 
tion, he was Attorney-General of 
the United States. In 1872 he was 
counsel for the United States in the 
tribunal of arbitration on the Ala- 
bama daims at Geneva; and in 
celebrated Tilton-Beecher case, 
in 1875 he was at the head of Mr. 
Beecher’s counsel. He also argued 
the Eepuhlican side of the case 
before the Electoral Commission in 
1877 . Upon the accession, in March, 
IS 77, of Mr. Hayes to the Presi- 
dency, he was made Secretary of 
State, a position which he retained 
until the close of Mr. Hayes’ term, 
1S81. Although an accomplished 
cholar and able speaker, he has 
ublished only a few occasional 
iseourses and addresses. Among 


these are the "Centennial Oration 
before the Linonian Society of Tale 
College” (1853), an "Address before 
the New England Society” (1854), 
a Eulogy on Chief Justice Chase, 
the Centennial Oration at Philadel- 
phia, and at unveiling the statues 
of Webster and Seward in New 
York. 

E Y E E E T T , Joseph David, 
F.E S., was born at Eushmere, near 
Ipswich, Sept. 11, 1831. In 1854 he 
entered the University of Glasgow, 
where he took the degrees of B A. 
and M.A., with honours in all the 
subjects of the curriculum. After 
successively occupying the posts of 
Secretary to the Meteorological 
Society of Scotland, Professor of 
Mathematics at King’s College, 
Nova Scotia, and Assistant Profes- 
sor of Mathematics in the Univer- 
sity of Glasgow, he was appointed 
in 1867 Professor of Natural Phil- 
osophy in Queen’s College, Belfast. 
He was secretary to the Units Com- 
mittee of the British Association, 
and published in 1875 a volume of 
"Illustrations,” which has largely 
contributed to the general adoption 
of the system of units recommended. 
He was made secretary to the 
Underground Temperature Com- 
mittee at its appointment in 1877, 
and has directed the observations 
which have since been taken in 
various places for determining the 
rate at which temperature in- 
creases downwards in the earth. 
He has contributed to the Green- 
wich Observations and to the 
Eoyal Societies of Edinburgh 
and London, papers on Under- 
ground Temperature, on Atmo- 
spheric Electricity, and on Eigidity. 
His papers on Mirage in the Phil- 
oso^hical Maganine for 1873, cleared 
up several pomts which had pre- 
viously been obscure. Professor 
Everett published in 1870-72 a ver- 
sion of Deschanel’s " Traite de 
Physique,” partly translated and 
partly re-written ; in 1877 an Ele- 
mentary Text Book of Physics ; and 
in 1882 a work on Yihratory Motion 
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and Sound. He is a skilled short- 
hand wnter on a system invented 
by himself, which was published in 
lb77, and has attracted much atten- 
tion. 

EYEESLEY (YiscorxT), The 
Eight Hon. Chahles Shaw Le- 
fevee, D.C.L., the eldest son of 
the late Charles Shaw Lefevre, 
Esq., H.P. for Eeadmg (who as- 
sumed the name of Lefevre in ad- 
dition to Shaw on marrying a lady 
of that name, whose ancestors were , 
among the French refugee families ' 
that fled to England at the revoca- 
tion of the Edict of Nantes), bom 
Feb. 22, 1794!, and educated at j 
Wmchester and Trinity College, * 
Cambridge, where he graduated in . 
due course, was called to the bar at , 
Lincoln's Inn, but did not practise. 
In 1S30 he was returned to the , 
House of Commons for the now dis- 
franchised borough of Bownton, sat 
for Hampshire in 1831-2, and re- ' 
presented the northern division of ^ 
that county firom the passing of the 
Eeform Act till his elevation to the 
peerage. He was chosen in May, 
1S39, Speaker of the House of Com- 
mons, in succession to the late Mr. 
Abercrombie (afterwards LordHun- 
fermlme), and retired after an 
eighteen years’ tenure of office, in 
1857. In this capacity Ms digni- 
fied and courteous demeanour, 
strict impartiality, and thorough 
acquamtance with the forms and 
rules of the House, secured him 
the confidence and respect of all 
parties, and even under Sir E. 
PeeTs Conservative administration 
no attempt was made to substitute 
another in Ms place, though he 
professed Liberad polities. His 
Lordship, who was created Yiscoimt 
Eversley on Ms retirement from 
the Sp^ikersMp, April 11, 1857, is 
High Steward of Winchester, 
Governor of the Isle of Wight, 
honorary Lieut.-Col. of the Hants 
Yeomanry, and an Aide-de-Camp to 
the Queen for the Yeomanry ser- 
vice, with the rank of Col. in that 
force. In 1858 he was appointed a 


Commissioner of Church Estates, 
wMch office he resigned in 1S59, 
when he was appointed an Eccle- 
siastical Commissioner.

[ EYEE, The Most Eev. Chaeles, 
; a Catholic prelate, son of the late 
! John Lewis Eyre, Esq. (Count Eyre 
m the Papal dominions), and 
brother of the late Yery Eev. 
Monsignor Eyre of Hampstead, 
was bom in 1817, at Askam Bryan 
PCall, York, and educated at Ushaw 
College, Durham, and in Eome. 
He was appointed assistant priest 
at St. Andrew’s church, Xewcastle- 
on-Tyne, in 1S43, removed to St. 
Mary’s, Newcastle, in 1S44 ; became 
senior priest at St. Mary’s Cathe- 
dral, Newcastle, in 1S47, and re- 
mained there, with a short interval, 
till CM-istmas, 1S6S. He was for 
many years canon of the diocese of 
Hexham and Newcastle; and for 
some time was Yicar-General ; was 
appointed Archbishop for the 
Western district, and Delegate- 
Apostolic for Scotland in Decem- 
ber, 1S6S ; and was consecrated in 
the church of St. Andrea della 
I Yalie, Eome, Jan. 31, 1869, by the 
I title of Archbishop of Anazarba, in 
j^riibus tnjidelium. When the 
ancient Merarchy was restored in 
Scotland by Pope Leo XIII., on 
March 4, 1878, Mgr. Eyre was 
appointed Archbishop of Glasgow. 
The Letters Apostolic constituting 
the new dioceses in Scotland ordain 
that while, in consideration of its 
antiquity, importance, and ancient 
arcMepiscopal digMty, Glasgow is 
erected into an Archbishopric, it 
! shall not, until it is otherwise 
decreed by Ms Holiness or Ms suc- 
cessors, possess any real preroga- 
tives of an arcMepiscopal or meSo- 
politan See, and that, while he 
re m ains without suffragans, the 
Archbishop of Glasgow shall take 
I Ms seat with the Archbishop and 
I Bishops of the province of St. 
Andrews and Edinburgh in the 
Provincial Synod Scotland, 
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Archbishop Eyre is the author of a 

History of St. Cuthbert/" 1849 
(2ud Edit. ISoS). 

EYEE, Edwasd John, some time 
Governor of Jamaica, born in Aug., 
1815, son of the late Eev. Anthony 
Eyre, vicar of Hornsea and Long 
Eiston, in the East Hiding of York- 
shire, finished his education at the 
Louth and Sedbergh pn mm ar- 
schools. Pailmg to obtain a com- 
mission in the army at seventeen 
years of age, he determined to try 
his fortune in Australia, and having 
arrived at Sydney about 1833, with 
a capital of £4D0, engaged in sheep- 
faiming and the transporting of 
cattle. He was successful, and in- 
vested the profits in the purchase 
of an estate situated on the lower 
Hurray, upon which he settled and 
remained for several years, during 
which period he was appointed resi- 
dent magistrate of his district, and 
Protector of the Aborigines. In 
the numerous disputes which arose 
between the Euroi)ean settlers and 
the aborigines, he acted with much 
discretion, and upheld as much as 
possible the lawful rights of the 
wandering native tribes. In a 
work entitled Discoveries in Cen- 
tral Australia,^^ published in 1845, 
he earnestly pleads their cause. 
In the meantime he distinguished 
himself as an Australian explorer 
of the then unknown shore, extend- 
ing from 118 deg. to 134 deg. of 
east longitude between Sing 
George^s Soxmd, in West Australia, 
and Port Lincoln, in South Austra- 
lia. Hr, Eyre had strongly op- 
posed the notion that a practi<^ 
road existed in that direction for 
sending sheep and cattle to West 
Australia, though he believed that 
there were fertile lands in the inte- 
rior beyond a salt marsh called 
Lake Torrens. An expedition to 
test this idea was set on foot, which 
started June 20, 1840, Hr. Eyre 
being at its head. After expe- 
nencing innumerable difficulties 
and privations, and having been 
considered as lost, he reached Al- 


bany, King George's Sound, July 
7, 1841. His journey proved the 
enormous difficulty and practical 
uselessness of the Western route. 
In 1845 Mr. Eyre returned to Eng- 
land, and in 1846 received from 
Earl Grey, then Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, the appointment 
of Lieut.-Governor of New Zealand, 
as second to the Governor, Sir 
George Grey. He remained there 
six years, residing generally at 
Wellington, but administering the 
government of the mid^e Island, 
in which the provinces of Nelson, 
Canterbury, and Otago are situated. 
While in New Zeal^d he married 
a daughter of Captain Ormond, 
E.N., by which lady he has several 
children. Having served his full 
term as a colonial governor, he re- 
turned to England in 1853, and about 
a twelvemonth afterwards was ap- 
pointed Lieutenant-Governor of the 
island of St. Vincent. This post 
he held for six years,* and in the 
years 1859 and 1860 he was in the 
island of Antigua, filling the place 
of the Governor of the Leeward 
Islands, who was on leave of ab- 
sence. In 1860, upon the termina- 
tion of his Governorship of Antigua, 
Mr. Eyre returned to England to 
recruit his health, which had be- 
come much impaired by his long 
residence in tropical climates and 
overwork. The rest he obtained 
was, however, short, for in 1862 he 
was chosen by the late Duke of 
Newcastle, Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, to administer the 
Government-in-Chief of Jamaica 
and its dependencies during the 
absence of Governor Darling, who 
had returned to England on account 
of ill-health. When Mr. Eyre 
reached Jamaica he had a difficult 
task before him. The island was 
in a state of retrogression. Cuba 
had usurped its trade, several of 
the richest estates were unculti- 
vated, and demagogues used in- 
flammatory language in order to 
excite the negroes to rebellion. In 
consequence of the uon-retum of 
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Governor Darling, 3Ir. Ejre was 
appointed Captain - General and 
Governor, General - in - Chief and 
Vice-Admiral of the Island of 
Jamaica, July 15, 1S64 : and an ^ 
insurrection having broken out in , 
Oct , 1S65, he proclaimed martial , 
law, and used very vigorous mea- 
sures for its suppression. His , 
policy was completely successful, ' 
and what was believed to be a ' 
dangerous insurrection was crushed. 
His measures, more esi>ecially in 
the trial by court-martial, and 
condemnation to death of George , 
William Gordon, a mulatto of pro- ; 
pei*ty, excited much resentment ■ 
among certain sections at home, 
and a commission of inquiry was 
despatched to Jamaica, Governor ■ 
Eyre being superseded, and Sir 
Hemy Storks temporarily appointed 
in his place The report of the 
committee, published in June, 1866, 
exonerated Governor Eyre from the 
heavy charges brought against him, 
but he was recalled, and Sir P. 
Grant appointed his successor. "Mr. ; 
Eyre, who reached Southampton, 
Aug. 12, was entertained at a ban- ' 
quet there, Aug. 21. In the mean- ! 
time, large funds were collected by 
an association of persons who styled 
themselves The Jamaica Com- 
mittee,” for the prosecution of the 
ex-Govemor, and some of the officers 
who acted under him. Immediately 
a numerous and influential com- 
mittee of noblemen and gentlemen, 
presided over by the Earl of Shrews- 
bury, was formed for the protection 
and defence of Mr. Eyre, and funds 
were liberally subscribed by the 
public. Colonel Nelson and Lieu- 
tenant Brand were chained with 
murder, hut the Grand Jury, after 
a very exhaustive charge from the 
Lord Chief Justice of the Queen’s 
Bench, threw out the bills, April 
11, ISO/' ; and the magistrates at 
Market Drayton, before whom Mr. 
Eyre was arraigned,also on a chaise 
(d murder, refused to eommit him. 
Numerous other leg^ proceedings, 
both criminai and ci^, were in- 


stituted against Mr. Eyre, extend- 
ing over a period of about four 
years, and entailing an expenditure 
connected with his defence of over 
.£10,000. In every instance, how- 
ever, the proceedings instituted 
failed to substantiate any case 
against Mr. Eyre.

FAED, JoETX, E.S.A., artist, bom 
in 1S20, at Burley Mill, in the 
stewartiy of Kirkcudbright, where 
his father was an engineer and 
millwright, showed an early taste 
for art, and, encouraged by a suc- 
cessful painting, which he finished 
at the age of twelve, began to paint 
miniatures in his own neighbour- 
hood. He repaired, in 1S41, to 
Edinburgh, where he exhibited, in 
1850, some pictures of humble life, 
which met with a ready sale. His 
I principal works are — " Shakespeare 
and his Contemporaries ; ” and two 
series of drawings illustrating The 
Cotter’s Saturday Night,” and “The 
Soldier’s Eetum.” Since coming 
to London in 1864 Mr. Faed has 
painted “The TTappenschaw ; or 
Shooting Match;” “Catherine Sef- 
ton;” “The Old Style;” “Tam 
O’Shanter ; ” “ !Haddon Hall of 

Old;” “The Ballad;” “Old Age;” 
“The Stirrup Cup;” “The Old 
Crockery Man ; ” “ John Anderson, 
my Jo’ ; ” “ Parting of Evangeline 
and Gabriel ;” “ The OH Brocade ; ” 
“Auld Mare Maggie;” “Game- 
keeper’s Daughter;” and ^"The 
Hiring Fair.” 

FAED, Thomas, K.A. (brother of 
Mr. John Faed), bom at Burley 
Mill, in the stewartry of Kirkcud- 
bright, in 1826, lost his father in 
his boyhood, but, aided by his 
brother, who was working his way 
to reputation as an artist in Edin- 
burgh, resolved to foEow the bent 
of his genius. WhEe a student at 
the School of Design in Bdinburgh, 
where for a short period he was 
under the tuition of Sir W. Allan, 
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he was annually successful at the | 
competition for prizes in various 
departments. The earliest work 
of art he exhibited in public was 
a drawing in water-colours from 
the Old English Baron.” He 
soon after commenced oil-paint in g, 
exercising his brush on such sub- 
jects as draught-players and shep- 
herd boys. Mr. Faed became an 
Associate of the Eoyal Scottish 
Academy in 1849, and after exe- 
cuting, among other approved works 
of art, the popular picture of '' Scott 
and his Friends at Abbotsford,” 
settled permanently in London in 
1852, and began to exhibit at the 
Eoyal Academy.

Being habituated to life 
in the tropics, and acquainted with 
questions of colomzation, which 
he had thoroughly studied during 
his residence m the Antilles, he

FALEEHSTEIH, Edward 
V ooEL YON, a G-erman general, 
bom Jan. 6, 1797, iu Silesia, was 
destined for the clerical vocation, 
but in 1813 he entered as a volunteer 
Jager into the West Prussian 
Grenadier regiment, and before 
the termination of the year became 
second lieutenant of has regiment, 
with whidi he took part in the 
campaign of 1813, and particularly 
in the battles of Grossgorschen, 
Bautzen, Katzbach, Bischofswerde, 
and Potczaplitz. In the campaign 
of 1814 he led, as junior lieutenant, 
his battalion out of the fight in the 
battle of Montmirail, where all the 
other officers were wounded, and 
received, in recognition of his con- 
duct, the Iron Gross. He moreover 
took part, during this campaign, in 
the battle of Ch^iteau Thierry, in 
the blockade of Tbionville, and in 
the affairs at Mercy and Laon, and 
received the Prussian Order of 
St. George of the fifth dass. In 
the campaign of 1815 he took 
part in the Emperor Francis's 
Grenadier Guards regiment, and 
marched into Paris. In 1821 he 
became First Lieutenant, and was 
ordered to the Typographical 
Bureau, where he continued until 
the end of 1824. In 1829 he became 
Captain and chief of a company, in 
1341 Major, then Commandant of 
the combined reserve battalion of 
the Guards, and afterwards of the 
first battalion of the Emperor 
Francis's Grenadier Guards regi- 
ment, in which character he led his 
battalion aigamst the insurgents 
during the days of the Berlin revo- 
lution of 1848. On March 18, 1848, 


he was wounded in a street fight. 
He had scarcely recovered when he 
entered on the campaign in Schles- 
wig-Holstein, taking part particu- 
larly in the affair of Schleswig, for 
which he received the Order of the 
Bed Eagle (third-class with swords) . 
In 1849 he became Lieutenant- 
Colonel j in 1850, Chief of the Gene- 
ral Staff of the Third Army-Corps j 
in 1851, Colonel ; in 1855, Com- 
mander of the 5th Infantry Brigade ; 
and later of the 3rd Guards Brigade ; 
and in 1855, Major-General. In 
1856 he was placed at the disposal 
of the Government as Director of 
the Department of Military Eco- 
nomy. Having become, in 1858, 
Lieutenant-General and Commander 
of the Fifth Division, and later of 
the Second Division of the Infantry 
Guards, he was ordered, in Dee., 
1863, as Chief of the General Staff, 
to the command of the troops in 
Holstein, in which capacity he took 
part in tOie campaign in Schleswig 
and Jutland, particularly in the 
battles of Fredericia and Duppel. 
He also received the supreme com- 
mand over the two Prussian Divi- 
sions then in Jutland, and the rank 
of Military Governor of Jutland. 
His services were rewarded by the 
Order pour le Merite.* After the 
peace he imdertook the command of 
the Seventh (Westphalian) Army 
Corps, and attained, on June 18, 
1865, to the grade of a General of 
Infantry- In 1866, on the outbreak 
of the war with Austria, Yogel von 
Falkenstein was nominated to the 
command of the so-called Main 
army, with which he marched 
rapidly into Hanover, took posses- 
sion of the whole country, and sent 
a division under General von Beyer 
against Cassel, of which he took 
possession, and barred the way to 
the march of the Hanoverian army 
southwards, so as to effect a junction 
with the South-German troops. 
After the Hanoverian army had 
capitulated at Langensalzs^ Yogel 
von Falkenstein haS»ned with ihe 
main army ^ Fulda and through 
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ttie Ehone ; on July 10, gave battle 
to tlie Bavanans at Hammelberg, 
Kissingen, Waldaschacli ; and on 
July 16 took possession of Frank- 
fort. He bad brilliantly discharged 
the difficult task committed to Inm, 
and on July 19 •w'as relieved of the 
command of the Main army, and 
nominated Military Commander of 
Bohemia, in order that he might 
thence conduct the operations 
against Bavaria. On the conclusion 
of peace, General von Falkenstein 
undeitook the command of the 
Fii'st Army Corps, and received 
the Grand Cross of the Order of the 
Eed Eagle, with swords, in recog- 
mtion of his splendid services. On 
the outbreak of the war with 
France, in 1S70, Yogel von Falken- 
stein received the supreme command 
as Military Governor of the Home 
troops, to which was committed the 
defence of the German coast agamst 
expected invasion.

FALLOUX, Alpbed Fe^d^ic 
P iEEEE, Comte de, a French poli- 
tician, born May 7, 1811, at Angers, 
is the son of a merchant, who, at 
the Eestoration, received a patent 
of nobility as a reward for bis zeal 
in the cause of the monarchy. The 
son showed by his two earliest 
works — Biistories of Louis XVI. and 
of Pope St. Pius V. — ^published re- 
spectively in 1840 and 1844, that 
he inherited the Legitimist prin- 
ciples of his family, and their 
ardent love of the cause of order 
and religion. The department of 
Maine-et-Loire returned him in 
1846 to the Chamber of Deputies, 
where he became conspicuous by his 
zealous advocacy of hberty of reli- 
gious teaching. After the flight 
and abdication of King Louis 
Philippe, in 1848, M/ de FaUoux 
was returned to the Constituent 
Assembly, and laboured there with 
an amount of zeal and political 
courage which extorted admiration 
even from his opponents. He was 
one of the deputies who organized 


the resistance to the insurgents of 
the 15th of May, and on the 29th, 
being appointed reporter in the 
question of national workshops, he 
moved the dissolution of the 
Chamber, which was the signal for 
the uprising of the Eed Eepuhlicans 
in June. ASter the election of Louis 
Napoleon as President of the Ee- 
public, M de Falloux was appointed 
hlinister of Public Instruction, Dec. 
20, 1848, and held that post untii 
the end of Oct., 1849, when he re- 
signed in consequence of his being 
censured for submitting to the As- 
sembly an organic measure relating 
to education without having first 
brought it under the notice of the 
Council of State. Thereupon he 
took his place in the Legislative 
Assembly, to which he had been 
again returned by the department 
of Maine-et-Lome, and, acting m 
concert with Montalemhert, pro- 
voked the most violent recrimina- 
tions from the Left. Aiter the 
couja d/itat, withdrawing from the 
arena of politics, he occupied him- 
self with agricultural pursuits, hut 
his name continued to he brought 
very frequently under the notice of 
the puhHo in connection with his 
extreme Catholic sentiments. He 
took an active part iu the proceed- 
ings of the Catholic Congress held 
at Mechlin in 1867. In 1869 he at- 
tempted to re-enter the Assembly 
for the 3rd circonscription of La 
Vendee, but was defeated by the 
official nominee. The Count de 
Falloux, who was elected a member 
of the French Academy in 1856, has 
written avast number of articles in 
the Correspondant, of which he is 
one of the editors, and also the fol- 
lowing works : — Histoire de Louis 
XVI.,” 1840, 2nd edit. 1843 ; "His- 
toire de Saint Pie V., Pape, de 
I’ordre des Freres Precheurs,” 2 
vols., 1844, 3rd edit. 1859 j "^Sou- 
venirs de Charite,” 1857 ; "" Madame 
Swetchine, sa Vie et ses CEnvres,” 
2 vols., 1859 ; Meditations et

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de Tnnii a Eome^^^ 1865 ; Agri- 
culture et Politique,” 1868; and 
«Les Elections procliaines,” 1869. 
He has also edited the Letters of 
Madame Swetchine and some devo- 
tional works by the same author. 
In 1SS2 there were published two 
volumes containing the political 
speeches and writings su mmi ng up 
his pohtical life. 

FAKLE Y, Jahes Lewis, only son 
of the late Mr. Thomas Farley, of 
Meiltran, co. Cavan, was born at 
Dublin, Sept. 9, 1823. He was ori- 
gmally destined for the legal pro- 
fession, and studied at Trinity Col- 
lege After the Crimean war and 
the Peace of Paris, in 1S56, the at- 
tention of English capitalists was 
directed to Turkey, and the Otto- 
man Bank was formed. Mr. Farley 
accepted the post of Chief Accoun- 
tant of the branch at Beyrout, 
which he assisted in successfully 
estabhshing. In 1860 he was ap- 
pointed Accountant-General of the 
State Bank of Turkey at Constanti- 
nople, which subsequently became 
merged in the Imperial Ottoman 
Bank. He has been a frequent con- 
tributor to the newspaper press on 
questions relative to the trade and 
finances of Turkey, and was special 
correspondent for the Daily Kews 
during the SultaAs visit to Egypt 
in 1863, and during the Imperial 
and Eoyal visits to Constantmople 
in 1869. He is also the author of 
" Two Years in Syria,^^ 1858 ; " The 
DmsesandMaronites,” 1861 ; “The 
Eesourees of Turkey,” 1862 ; “ Bank- 
ing in Turkey,” 1863 ; and “Turkey,” 
1866. In recognition of his literary 
services to the Turkish empire, he 
was, in March, 1870, appointed Con- 
sul at Bristol for his Imperial Ma- 
jesty the Sultan. Since then he has 
contributed a series of “ Letters on 
Turkey” to one of the Bristol 
joumjds, and made considerable 
efforts in developing the trade be- 
tween that port and the Levant. 
He is a Fellow of the Statistical So- 
ciety of London, and a Correspond- 
ing Member of the Institut ilgyptien.

FAEMALL, EL\rry BiiBiiAnD, 
C B,, eldest son of the late Captain 
Harry Farnall, E Y., born in 1802, 
was educated at the Charterhouse 
and at Downing College, Cambridge. 
He has held for some years the post 
of an Inspector of Poor Laws, and 
during the distress in the manufac- 
turing districts, caused by the civil 
war in the United States, was ap- 
pointed Special Commissioner by 
Lord PalmerstoAs government, and 
administered with much success and 
ability the funds raised for the relief 
of the Lancashire operatives. Mr. 
Farnall is a Deputy Lieutenant for 
Dorsetshire, a Magistrate for both 
Devon and Kent, and Lieut. -Col in 
the 1st battalion of Kent Eifie 
Volunteers. He was made a C.B. 
in Dee 1865. 

.FAEEAE, The Vex. Feedleic 
WiLLiAiar, D.D., F.E.S., Archdeacon 
of Westminster, son of the Eev. C. 
E. Farrar, rector of Sidcup, Kent, 
was bom in the Fort, Bombay, Aug. 
7, 1831. He received his education 
at King William^ s College, in the 
Isle of Man, and at King's College, 
London. He became a classical ex- 
hibitioner of the University of Lon- 
don in 1850, graduated B.A. there, 
and was appointed a University 
scholar in 1852. Mr. Farrar was 
successively a scholar and Fellow of 
Trinity College, Cambridge, and in 
1854 he took his Bachelor’s degree 
in that University as fourth in the 
first class of the Classical Tri2;K)s, 
and a Junior Opthne in mathe- 
matics. He had already obtained 
the Chancellor’s Prize for English 
Verse by his poem on “The Arctic 
Eegions,” and he subsequently 
gained the Le Bas Classical Pidze, 
and became also Korrisian Prize- 
man. In 1854 he was ordained 
deacon by the Bishop of Salisbury, 
and in 1857 he was admitted into 
priest’s orders by the Bish<^ of 
Ely. For many years he was one 
of the Assistant Masters at Harrow 
under Dr. Vaughan, and under his 
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successor Br. Butler ; and lie held, 
with great distinction, the Head 
Mastership of Marlborough College 
from Jan., 1S71, till April, 1876. 
Br. Farrar was a select preacher 
before the University of Cambridge 
in 1S6S, and again in lS74r5, and he 
preached the Hulsean Lectures in 
1S70. He was an Honorary Chap- 
lain to the Queen from 1S69 to 1873, 
when he was nominated one of Her 
Majesty’s Chaplams in Ordinary. 
In April, 1S76, he was appointed 
to a canonry in "Westminster Abbey 
and the rectory of St. Margaret’s, 
vacant by the death of Canon Con- 
way. He was appointed Archdeacon 
of Westminster, Api*il 24, 1883. Br. 
Farrar is the author of the follow- 
ing works of fiction : — Eric, or 
Little by Little,” 1858; Julian 
Home,” 1859 ; and “ St. Winifred’s, 
or the World of School,” 1863.

FAEEAE, The Eev. John, a 
Wesleyan Minister, bom at iln- 
wick, Northumberland, July 20, 
1802, and educated at Woo&ouse 
Grove School, near Leeds. He be- 
came a Wesleyan minister in Aug. 
1822 ; governor and tutor of Abney 
House Wesleyan Theological Insti- 
tution in 1839 ; classical tutor in 
Eichmond College in 1843; go- 
vernor of Woodhouse Grove School 
in ISoS; governor of H^adingley 
College in 1868, secretary of the 
Wesleyan Conference from 1851 to 
1853, and from 1859 to 1869 , and 
president of the Wesleyan Confer- 
ence in 1854 and 1870 He is the 
author of a Biblical and Theolo- 
gical Bictionary,” an Ecclesiastir- 
cal Bictionary; ” " Proper Namesof 
Scripture,” and a "Manual of 
Biblical Geography,” 

FAEEE, Arthtjk, M.B., F.E.S., 
son of the late John EichardFarre, 
M.B., was bom in London, March 
6, 1811. He received his general 
education at the Charterhouse and 
at Cambridge, and his medical 
education at tiiat University and St, 
Bartholomew’s Hospital. He gra- 
duated at Cambridge, M.B. in 1833, 
and M.B. in 1841. He became a 
Member of the Eoyal College of 
Physicians in 1838, and was elected 
a Fellow in 1843. He was lecturer 
on Comparative Anatomy at St. Bar- 
tholomew’s Hospital (1836-37), and 
on Forensic Medicine (1838-40) ; Pro- 
fessor of Obstetric Medicine, King’s 
College, and Physician- Accoucheur, 
King’s College Hospital, from 1841 
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to 1S62. He was appointed con- 
sultin':? physician to King’s College 
Hospital in 1863. He held the 
offices of Censor, Examiner, and 
Councillor in the Eoyal College of 
Physicians for the usual periods, 
and was appointed Harveian 
Orator in 1S72. He was examiner 
in Midwifery in the Eoyal College 
of Surgeons durmg twenty-four 
years. Dr. Farre is Physician-Ex- 
traordinary to the Queen; Physi- 
cian-Accoucheur to the Princess of 
Wales ; the Duchess of Edinburgh 
(Grand Duchess Marie of Eussia) ; 
the Princess Christian of Schleswig- 
Holstein (Prmcess Helena of Great 
Britain) , and the Princess of Lein- 
ingen, and attended in her first 
confinement the late Princess Alice 
of Hesse Darmstadt. He was Pre- 
sident of the Eoyal Microscopical 
Society during 1S51 and 1852. Dr. 
Farre is also Honorary President of 
the Obstetrical Society. He was 
elected a Fellow of the Eoyal Society 
in 1S39. He is author of the ar- 
ticle ''Uterus and its Appendages," 
forming Parts XLIX. and L. of the 
Cyclopsediaof Anatomy and Physio- 
logy, and of physiological papers in 
the Transactions of the !^yal and 
of the Eoyal Microscopical Socie- 
ties. Dr. Farre is a Deputy-Lieu- 
tenant for Merionethshire. 

FAUCIT, Helen, daughter of 
Mrs. Faucit, an actress of consider- 
able repute, bom in 1816, made her 
formal in London, Jan. 5, 

1836, at Covent Garden, in the cha- 
racter of Julia, in the "Hunchback," 
and achieved a distinguished suc- 
cess. She at once took rank as a 
leading actress, and became an im- 
portant member of Mx. Macready’s 
cmnp^es, during the production 
of his Shaksperian revivals, at 
Covent Garden and Drury Lane. 
Miss Helen Faucit was the original 
representative of the heroines in 
Lord Lytton^s "Lady of Lyons," 
"Money,” "The Sea Captain,” 
"Bichelieu," and the "Duchess de 
la Valli^re in Mr. Eobert Brown- 
ings " Stra^Tord," the " Blot on the 


^ Scutcheon,” and " Colombo’s Birth- 
’ day;" in Mr. Westland Marsten’s 
"Patrician’s Daughter," '’The 
Heart and the World," and "Maiie 
^ de Meranie;" in Mr. Troughton’s 
"Xina Sforza;" and in many other 
plays. Her rendering of the Shak- 
sperian characters Juliet, Beatrice, 
Constance, Imogen, Portia, Eosa- 
Imd, and Lady Macbeth, has been 
, highly commended Miss Helen 
Faucit obtained great success in 
her representation of "Antigone,” 

, and in King Eene’s Daughte," an 
; adaptation from the Danish, by Mr. 

, Theodore Martin, to whom she was 
' married in 1851. This lady, who 
has continued to appear on the 
stage at rare intervals since her 
marriage, fulfilled an engagement 
at Drury-lane Theatre for a limited 
number of nights in 1S61 and 1S65. 

FAUEE, Jean-Baptiste, singer, 
bom at Moulines, Jan. 15, 1830, 
was educated at the Conservatoipe, 
from 1843 to 1852, and made his 
debut at the Opera Comique in the 
latter year. M. Faure performed 
at the Opera House in Paris, in 
"Pierre de Medieis," Oct. 14, 1861. 
In 1857 he was appointed Professor 
of Singing to the Conservatoire, in 
succession to M. Frederic Pouchard, 
and has appeared several seasons 
at the Eoyal Italian Opera, Covent 
Garden. He was nominated a Che- 
valier of the Legion of Honour in 
Dec. 18S1. 

FAWCETT, Henbt, M.P., Pro- 
fessor of Pohtical Economy at Cam- 
bridge, son of W. Fawcett, Esq, 
J.P. of Salisbury, bom 1833, was 
educated at Trinity Hall, Cam- 
bridge, of which he was a scholar ; 
graduated in high mathematical 
honours in 1S56, and was elected a 
Fellow of the society in the same 
year. Mr. Fawcett was totally de- 
prived of Ms sight by an accident 
when out shooting in Sept., 1858. 
Having written and published "A 
ManuM of Politial Econmny," the 
"Economic Position of the Irtish 
Labourer," 1865, and having been 
an extensive contributor of articles 
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on economic and political science to | 
Yarions magazines and reviews, lie 
was elected, in 1S63, Professor of 
Political Economy in the Univer- 
sity of Cambridge. He nnsuccess- 
fnUy contested, on Liberal jprinci- 
ples, Southwark, in ^ 1857, the 
borough of Cambridge, in 1S62, and 
Brighton in Feb , 1S64 ; was re- 
turned for the last-mentioned con- 
stituency at the general election in 
July, 1S65; andVas re-elected in 
1S6S. He was unseated at Brighton 
at the general election of Feb , 
1874, and was elected for Hackney 
in April of the same year On 
the formation of Mr. G-ladstone’s 
administration in April, 1880, he was 
appointed Postmaster-General. The 
University of Wurzburg, on the 
occasion of its tercentenary in 1882 
conferred upon Mr. Fawcett the 
honorary degree of Doctor in Poli- 
tical Economy. A new and revised 
edition of his Manual of Political 
Economy” was published in 1869, 
with two new chapters on "Kational 
Education” and ^^The Poor Laws 
and their Influence on Pauperism,” 
and another edition with some ad- 
ditional chapters was published in 
1874. He has since published 
“ Pauperism, its Causes and Eeme- 
dies,” 1871 ; “ Speeches on some 
current Political Questions,” 1873 ; 
and Free Trade and Protection,” 
1S7S Professor Fawcett married 
Millieent, daughter of Hewson Gar- 
rett, Esq., of Aldehurgh, Suffolk, 
on April 23, 1S67. Mrs. Fawcett, 
who was bom in 1847, published in 
1869, '^Political Economy for Be- 
ginners;” in 1872 Mr. and Mrs. 
Fawcett published a joint volume 
of essays and lectures on political 
and economical subjects; in 1874 
Mrs. Fawcett published a little 
volume of Tales in Political 
Economy.” Mrs. Fawcett has taken 
an active part in advocating the 
extension of the parliamentary 
suffrage to those women who fulfil 
the qualifications of property and 
residence demanded of the male 
elector. 


FAWCETT, John Henht, was 
horn on Dec. 11, 1831, being the 
eldest son of John Fawcett, Esq., of 
Great Petterin Bank, Cumberland, 
J.P., D.L for that county, by his 
wife, Sarah, daughter of J. Hodg- 
son, Esq., Clerk of the Peace 
the county, and sister of Nicholas 
Hodgson, for many years M P. for 
the city of Carlisle and the county 
of Cumberland. He was educated at 
Eugby School under Dr. (afterwards 
Archbishop) Tait, and at Cambridge. 
He was elected a scholar of Tnmty 
Hall in that university in 1851, and 
took his degree as first-class in the 
law tripos in 1853. He was called 
to the bar at the Middle Temple in 
Jan., 1857, and 3 oined the northern 
circuit. He was appointed a revis- 
ing barrister in 1868; unsnccess- 
fuEy contested the borough of 
Cockernaonth in Feb., 1874, in the 
Conservative interest ; was ap- 
pointed Assistant-Judge and Tiee- 
Consnl at Constantinople in June, 
1875 ; and was Acting-Judge and 
Consnl-General from August, 1876, 
to Feb. 14, 1877, when he was 
appointed Judge of the Supreme 
Consular Court of the Levant, and 
her Britannic Majesty^s Consul- 
General for Turkey. Aiter the raid 
of General Gourka across the Bal- 
kans in July, 1877, and his subse- 
quent retreat, Mr. Fawcett was 
requested by her Majesty’s ambas- 
sador to proceed to the valley of 
the Tundja to carry relief to the 
starving populations. He visited 
Eodosti, Adrianople, Pldlopoli, Tar- 
tar Baseojick, Sofia, Horlosa, Ksdn- 
far, Eesanlick, Shipka, and the 
whole valley of the Tundja, and for 
some weeks remained in the country 
distributing* relief to the suffering 
populations. Mr. Fawcett’s dis- 
patches to her Majesty’s ambassador 
were the means of a large amount 
of money being subscribed by the 
British public the Compassionate 
Fund. In May, 1878, he was re- 
quested by the Marquis of Salis- 
hury to proceed to Yolo, in Thes- 
saly, to investigate in concert with 
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Ms Excellency, Eed^ib Pasha, the 
circumstances concerning the death 
of ^Ir. Ogle, correspondent of _ the 
Times newspaper. He rema i ned 
there some time, and made a report 
which was the subject of a debate in 
Parhament on the last day but one 
of the Session in Aug., 187S. Hr. 
Fawcett was selected by her Ha- 
jesty^s Government to be the English 
member of the International Com- 
mission of the Ehodope, proceeded 
to Philopoli, and thence to Enos, ' 
Fuerti, Gurvulgera, and during a 
month tinversed the Ehodope ‘ 
mountains, taking evidence of the 
state of the refugees and sufferings . 
of the Mahomet^ population. 

FATE, HeeviS Aeguste Eti- 
enne iiiBANS, astronomer, was ' 
born at Saint Benoit du Sault 
(Indre), Oct. 5, 1S14, and finished 
his studies at the Ecole Polyteeh- 
nique. He afterwards went to 
Holland, and on returning to 
France became, on the recommen- 
dation of M. Arago, a pupil in the ' 
Observatory, He discovered, Nov. 
22, 1853, a new comet, to which his ^ 
name was assigned, and received 
the Lalande prize from the Aea- j 
demy of Sciences, to which learned • 
association he submitted, in 1846, a * 
paper, entitled ''La Par allax e ; 
d^une Etode Anonyme de la Grande | 
Ourse.” This was followed hy a ' 
work entitled “ Sur un Nouveau ! 
CoUiinateur Zenithale et sur une ' 
limite Zenithale Nouvelle." He ' 
was elected a member of the sec- ' 
tion of Astronomy in place of 
Baron de Bamoiseau, Jan. 18, 1S41 ; i 
a member of the Bureau of Longi- , 
tudes, March 26, 1862 ; and was | 
decorated with the Cross of the | 
Legion of Honour in 1843. In | 
1864 he was appointed a member of ’ 
the Imperial Council of Public In- | 
struction, and was promoted to the I 
rank of Oficer of the Legion of | 
Honour, M. Faye was Professor of 
Geodesy at the £cole Polytech- 
nique Lrmn 1848 to 1854, and in the 
latter year he was appointed Bec- 
of the UsiTersity Academy of 


Nancy. He succeeded M Be- 
launay as Professor of Astronomy 
in the Polytechnic School in 1873. 
In addition to the works already 
mentioned, H. Paye is the author 
of " Sur FAnneau de Satume,” 
published in 1S4S; "Sur les Be- 
cHnaisons Absolues,"’'* in ISoO ; and 
"Bes Lecons de Cosmographie,'^ m 
1852. M. Faye was appointed 
Birector of the Paris Ohservatoiy 
m Jan., 1S7S. 

FATEEE, Sm Joseph, K.C S.I., 
LL.B., M.B., F.E.S., second son of 
the late E. J. Fayrer, Esq , Com- 
mander E.N., by Agnes, daughter 
of W, Wilkinson, Esq., of West- 
moreland, was bom at Plymouth, 
Bee. 6, 1S24. He was brought up 
under private tuition in Scotland, 
and afterwards continued his 
studies in London, in Edinburgh, 
and on the Continent He took the 
degree of M.B. in the University 
of Edinburgh, and became a Fel- 
low of the Eoyal College of Physi- 
cians of London, a Fellow of the 
Eoyal College of Surgeons of Lon- 
don and Edinburgh, and a Fellow 
of the Eoyal Societies of London 
and Edinburgh, entered the medi- 
cal service of the navy, and served 
in the military hospital of Palermo 
during the siege of that city (1847- 
1848) J and he was also present at the 
siege of Eome (1848). In 1849 he 
entered the mescal service of the 
army. In 1850 he entered the 
Bengal Medical Service, from 
which he retired in 1S71-. He 
served throughout the Burmese 
war of 1852, and the Indian Mutiny 
of 1857 ; also at the defence of 
Lucknow, where he was Political 
Assistant and Eesidency Surgeon. 
For these services he received 
medals and clasps and the brevet 
rank of Surgeon. He was Profes- 
sor of Surgery in the Medical Col- 
lege of Bengal from 1859-1874; 
was Fellow, Member of Senate, smd 
during two years President of the 
Medi<^ Faculty of the Calcutta 
University; and was sucoeesively 
Yice-President and President of

the Asiatic Society of Bengal. He 
was created C.S.I. Dec. 22, 1868, 
and advanced to K C.S.I. in March, 
1876, at an investiture of the 
Order held at Allahabad by the 
Prince of Wales, whom during his 
travels in India he accompanied as 
physician. In ackaowledgment of 
this service he received a letter 
from the Queen. He had pre- 
viously accompanied the Duke of 
Edinburgh in his visit to India in 
1870. He was appointed Surgeon- 
G-eneral and President of the 
Medical Board of the India Office 
in Dec. 1874. He is honorary physi- 
cian to the Queen, the Prince of 
Wales, and physician to the Duke 
of Edinburgh. Sir J. Fayrer has 
written " Clinical Surgery m 
India;” a work on the poisonous 
snakes of India, which he presen- 
ted to the Indian Government, 
from whom he received thanks, and 
by whom it was published in 1872 ; 
"Clinical and Pathological Obser- 
vations m India Lettsomian lec- 
tures on Dysentery ,* Croonian 
lectures on climate and fevers of 
India; and many contributions to 
European and Indian journals, in- 
cluding papers on " Disease in 
India,” "European Child Life in 
Bengal;” " Malarial Splenic Ca- 
chexia of Tropical Climates 
" Bronehocele in India;” "Liver 
Abscess;” "Physiological Action 
of the Poison of Haja Tripudians ” 
(in conjunction with Dr. Brunton) ; 
" Some of the Physical Conditions 
of the country that affect Life in 
India;" "The Claws of Fehd©;" 
and " Anatomy of the Eattlesnake." 
He has received the second-class of 
the Order of the Conception from 
the Xing of Portc^al, the third- 
class of the Bedeemer of Greece 
from the Xing of Greece, and “^e 
third-class of the Medjidie from 
the Viceroy of Egypt. In Aug., 
1S78, the Dniversity of Edinburgh 
conferred on him the hon. degree 
of LL D. 

FELIX, Father, preacher, bom 
at Xeuville-sur-rEscaut, June 28, 


1810, entered the Society of Jesus 
in 1837, of which he afterwards 
became a professed member. He 
completed his theological studies 
at Brugelette, Louvain, and Laval, 
and at a distribution of prizes at 
the college of the first-named place, 
his oratorical powers attracted 
notice. In 1851 Father Fehx 
preached in Paris with much suc- 
cess, and worthily fulfilled the 
duties of the office held by Fathers 
Lacordaire and Eavignan. To 
VAmi de lo, Religion he has contn- 
buted largely, and is the au&or of 
some works. As a preacher. Father 
Felix has obtained high reputation. 
His conferences atXotreDame,and 
several of his sermons have been 
reprinted, 

FEEDIHAHD lY. (Salvator- 
Marie - Joseph - Jean - Baptiste- 
Francois - Louis -Gonzagxje- 
Eaphael - Eenier - Janvier), ex- 
Grand Duke of Tuscany, eldest son 
of Leopold II., grandson of Ferdi- 
nand ni., and of Marie Antoinette 
Anne, daughter of Francis I., Mug 
of the Two Sicilies, the late grand 
duke^s second wife, was horn June 
10, 1835, succeeded to the grand 
duchy on the abdication of his 
father, July 21, 1859, and reigned 
as Ferdinand lY. ; but his career 
as a sovereign prince was brief, as 
he was obliged to quit his dominions 
on the consotidakon of the king- 
dom of Italy under Victor Em- 
manuel in 1861. He married the 
Archduchess Anne Marie, daughter 
of the king of Saxony, Nov. 24, 
1859 In the “ AlmaTtfl^h de 
Gotha,^' the grand dnke is described 
as being an arch-duke of Austria, 
Prince-Eoyal of Hungary and 
Bohemia, and a Colonel of Austrian 
Dragoons. 

FEEGHSON, Sib Saotel, Q.C., 
LL.D., was bom at Belfast in 1810, 
being the third son of the late John 
Ferguson, Esq., formerly of Cider 
Court, and afterwards of CoUca 
House, CO. Antrim, by Agnes, 
daughter of Mr, John Xnox, oi 
Belfast. He was edn<^ted ^ the 
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Belfast Academical Institution and 
iit Trinity College^ Dublin. He 
was called to the Irish bar in 1S3S^ 
to the Inner bar in 1S59 ; and ap- 
pointed Deputy Keeper of the 
Public Eecords in Ireland in ISO* 
fie IS President of the Eoyal Irish 
Academy ; an LL D. honons causjt, 
of Dublin University; and hono- 
rary Member of the Society of 
Antiquaries of Scotland. Sir 
Samuel is the author of “Lays of 
the ‘VTestern Crael,” 1S65 ; “ Congab 
a Poem in Five Books,” 1&72 ; 
“ Poems,” ISSO ; “ Shakesperian 

Breviates,” 1SS2 , and of numerous 
contributions to Blaclicood and the 
I>u.llin Uiuversity Magazine, includ- 
ing The Forging of the Anchor,” ; 
“ Father Tom and the Pope,” “The 
Widow^s Cloak,” and a series of 
Irish pictorial tales, called The 
Hibernian Nights' Entei-tain- ^ 
ments.” As first Deputy Keeper | 
of the Eecords in Ireland he has 
been charged with the organization , 
of the Eecords Department in that 
country, and with the administra- 
tion of the subsequent Acts for the 
preservation of the Parochial Ee- 
cords of the late Established 
Church in Ireland. The honour of 
knighthood was conferred upon him 
in March, 1S7S, in acknowledgment 
of his literary and antiquarian 
merits. He married, in 1848, Mary 
Catherine, daughter of Eobert E. 
Guinness, Esq., The Farm, Still- 
organ, county Dublin. 

FEEOUSSON, James, D.C.L., 
F.E.S., architect, was bom at Ayr, 
in Scotland, in 1808. His early 
education was commenced at the 
High School at Edinburgh, and 
afterwards at a private school in ; 
England, whence he passed to the j 
counting - house, and eventu^y ! 
proceeded to India, where he be- 
came an active partner in a large 
mercantile establishment, in which 
he remained some years. At length , 
he gave up busmess, and journeyed 
though various parts of the East, 
chiefiy with a view of studying the 
styles oi azchHeoture these ooun- ' 


tries contained One of the first 
fruits of the direction given to his 
. studies was, “Illustrations of the 
Eock-cut Temples of India,'' pub- 
^ lished in IS45, the plates, working 
I plans, and sections, as well as the 
' tert bemc from his own hand. 
“Picturesque Illustrations of An- 
cient Arelnteeture in Hindostan,” 
, and an “ Essay on the Ancient 
Topography of Jerusalem,” ap- 
peared in 1S47. His “Historical 
Inquiry into the True Pinnciples of 
Art, more esjiecially with reference 
to Architecture,” enforces many 
valuable truths ignored in modem 
practice. This volume is an instal- 
ment of a projected work m three 
parts, which was to have comprised 
a universal r^sumt of past art — 
Hindoo, Mohammedan, Gothic, Ac. 
The materials colleeted lor this 
work were used in his “ Handbook 
of Architecture,” published m I8u5. 
An Essay on a Proposed New 
System of Fortification,” by earth- 
works, published in 184D, has been 
referred to with resjiect by compe- 
tent military authorities, and re- 
ceived a practical illustration in 
the Eussian defence of Sebastopol, 

I and in the great military operations 
of the Civil War in the United 
I States. A pamphlet of practical 
! suggestions for the improvement of 
the British Museum and of the 
National Gallery was followed by a 
“ New Design ” for the latter at 
the Academy Exhibition of 1850. 
Mr. Peigusson, who is the author 
of “The Palaces of Nineveh and 
Persepolis Eestored," published in 
1851, was the architect of the 
Nineveh Court in the Crystal 
Palace, Sydenham. Since 1859 he 
has been employed as one of the 
Eoyal Commissioners appointed to 
inquire into the defences of the 
United Kingdom. In 1862 Mr. 
Feigusson published a “ History of 
the Modem Styles of Architecture” 
as a sequel to the Handbooks, and 
in 1865, that work being out of 
print, he remodeEed the whole, and 
puhli^ed it as ”A History of 
n T) 2 
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Ancient and Modern Arcliiteeturej^^ 
in 3 volnmes^ In addition to these 
works^ he pnhlishedj in 1868, a 
large work in quarto, at the ex- 
pense of the Indian Government, 
entitled Tree and Serpent Wor- 
ship,^" with upwards of 100 plates 
and illustrations . A second edition 
of this work appeared in 1873. On 
April 17, 1871, at a meeting of the 
Eoyal Institute of British Archi- 
tects, he was presented with the 
Eoyal Gold Medal, which, with her 
Majesty^’s approval, is annually 
awarded to an eminent architect, or, 
as in the present case, to an author 
who has distinguished himself by 
his architectural researches. His 
latest work is entitled The Tem- 
ples of the Jews and the other 
Buildings in the Haram Area at 
Jerusalem,"^ 1878. The University 
of Edinburgh conferred on him the 
honorary degree of LL D. in 1882. 

EEEGUSSON, The Eight Hon 
Sib. James, Bart., K.CM,G., son 
of the fifth baronet, was born at 
Edinburgh, in 1882, and succeeded 
to the title on Ms father's death in 
1849. After leaving Eugby School, 
he entered the Grenadier Guards, 
and attained the rank of Captain 
in 1854, but in the following year 
he retired from the Army. He 
represented the county of Ayr in 
the House of Commons in the 
Conservative interest, from Dec., 
1854, to April, 1857, and from Oct , 
1859, to 1868; was Under-Secretary 
for India from June, 1866, to July, 
1867 ; and Under- Secretary for the 
Home Department from the last 
date till Aug., 1868, when he was 
appointed Governor of South 
Australia and sworn of the Privy 
Council On March 2, 1873, he was 
appointed Governor of Hew Zea- 
l^d, but he resigned that post in 
the following year. He was ap- 
pointed Governor of Bombay in the 
room of Sir Eichard Temple in 
Feb., 1880. 

EEEEAEA, Francesco, an Ita- 
lian professor, financier, and politi- 
cal economist, bom at Palermo, in 


Dec , 1810, became, in 1834, head 
of the Statistical Department m 
Sicily, and established the aiomale 
d% StatisUca, to which he contri- 
buted numerous articles. A friend 
of the revolutionary movement, he 
became a member of the Provisional 
Government in 1848, and was one 
of the Commissioners appointed to 
convey to the Duke of Genoa, bro- 
ther of King Charles Albert, the 
offer of^ the Neapolitan crown ; but 
as the ' autliority of the Kmg of 
Naples was re-estabhshed dmmg 
his absence. Signor Ferrara pru- 
dently remained in Turin, where, 
in 1849, he was appointed Professor 
of Pohtical Economy. As Finance 
Mimster in the Eatazzi cabinet, he 
proposed in 1867 the hquidation of 
the ecclesiastical patrimony by im- 
posing special taxes on the clergy 
to the extent of about 0624,000,000. 
He is a warm advocate of free kade 
principles. His chief works on 
political economy are . — Impor- 
tanza della Economia Pohtica e 
condizioni per coltivarla ; intro- 
duzione al Corso 1849-50, neU- 
Universita di Torino," 1849, and 
his '' Biblioteca dell' Economista," 
which gives annually biographies 
of eminent political economists and 
selections from approved treatises 
on the science. The latter publica- 
tion was commenced m 1860, and 
ten volumes of it had appeared in 
1858. 

FEEEEES, Norman Maclbod, 
D.D ., F.E S., was bom at Prinknash 
Park, Gloucestershire, Aug. 11, 
1829, and educated at Eton. He 
entered as a student at Cains Col- 
lege, Cambridge, in 1847. He grsr 
duated in the Mathematical Tripos 
of 1851, when he attained the dis- 
tinguished position of Senior 
Wrangler and fibrst Smith's Prize- 
man. Mr. Ferrers was elected to 
a Fellowship, and, after filling 
various college offices, was appointed 
Tutor in 1866. For 25 years he was 
constantly occupied in collegiate 
and University work. As a lecturer 
in mathematics he obtained consi- 
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deratle distinction. He examined 
for the Mathematical Tripos no 
fewer than eleven timeSj and he 
was especially prominent as an ad- 
vocate for the various important 
changes which were effected in the 
scheme of the Mathematical Tripos 
examination. For a considerable 
period he was a member of the 
h Council of the Senate^ and he was 
also a member of various syndicates 
and boards in the University. He 
was elected Master of Cams College, 
in succession to Dr. Gruest, Oct 27, 
ISSO. He is the author of an " Ele- 
mentary Treatise on Trilinear Co- 
ordinates/^ 1861 5 and '^Elementary 
Treatise on Spherical Harmonics,’’^ 
1877. In 1871 he edited and pub- 
lished the mathematical writings 
of the late G-eorge Grreen. From 
1857 he was joint editor with Pro- 
fessor Sylvester of the Quarterly 
Journal of Maiheniaiics, and he has 
been a frequent contributor to its 
pages. In 1876 he was elected a 
Governor of St. Paul's School, and 
in 1877 a Fellow of the Eoyal 
Society. 

FEEET, JxriiES Fbanoois Ca- 
MiiiiiE, a French statesman, born 
at Saint Die (Vosges), April 5, 1832, 
studied law at Paris, where he was 
admitted to the bar in 1854. He 
joined the group of young lawyers 
who aided the Deputies in maintam- 
ing constant opposition to the Em- 
pire, and he was one of those con- 
demned in the famous trial of the 
"thirteen'^ (1864). He also became 
connected with journalism, and he 
published, in 1863, a pamphlet 
entitled "La Lutte ifelectorale/’ in 
which he exposed the method so 
persistently practised under the 
Empire, of electmg official candi- 
dates. He joined the staff of the 
Temps in 1865, and won new renown 
for himself by contributing to that 
journal a series of articles on cur- 
rent politics, as well as by the ter- 
rible analysis which he bestowed 
upon the accounts of Baron Hauss- 
mann. Prefect of the Seine, who was 
then occupied in rebmlding Paris, 


and who consequently handled very 
large sums of money. These latter 
articles were republished in book 
form, under the title of " Comptes 
Fantastiques d'Haussmann." He 
had previously made, in 1803, an 
unsuccessful attempt to secure his 
election to the Corps Legislatif; 
but in 1869 he was better known, 
and he was elected, on a second 
I scrutiny, by 15,729 votes, from the 
sixth cireonscription of the Seine, 
and he took his seat among the 
members of the Left He was a 
member of several important com- 
missions, including that which was 
appointed to consider the extraor- 
dinary budget of the city of Paris. 
Among the propositions submitted 
by him to the Chamber was one 
relating to the election of the 
Municipal Council of Paris, and 
another for abolishing the jmusdic- 
tion of the High Court of Justice, 
which had just acqmtted Prmce 
Pierre Bonaparte. He was one of 
the deputies of the Left who de- 
manded the dissolution of the Corps 
Legislatif, on the ground that it no 
longer represented the majority in 
the country. On the occasion of 
that demand he engaged in a heated 
discussion with Emile Ollivier, in 
which he reproached the latter with 
having dishonoured his father’s 
name, and for having brought dis- 
credit on Eepublican fidelity. Fore- 
seeing that the war with Prussia 
would be disastrous, he, with his 
colleagues of the Left, voted agaiast 
the fatal declaration. At the Eevo- 
lution of Sept. 4, 1870, he and the 
other Paris Deputies were pro- 
claimed members of the G-ovem- 
ment of the National Defence, 
located at the Hotel de YiUe. On 
the oth he was appointed Secretary 
to the Government, and on the 6iii 
he was charged with the adminis- 
tration of the Department of the 
Seme. When the Communal in- 
surrection of Oct. 31, 1870, occur- 
red, he placed himself at the head 
of the column which was to ch^e 
the rioters at the Hotel de Ville, 
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whom he summoned to retire. Ee- 
lecluze and other leaders of the 
movement offered to retire, provided 
their lives and the lives of their 
men might he spared M. Ferry 
consented to allow those rioters 
who were in the B[6tel de ViUe to 
leave it, and he at once took pos- 
session of the building The rioters, 
however, remamed there, and M 
Ferry was arrested by the Com- 
munists , but in a very short time 
he was released by the National 
Guards, and he then succeeded in 
puttmg down the insurrectionists. 
Subsequently he was delegated to 
the central mayoralty of Pans, 
after the resignation of M. Arago 
(Nov 15, 18'70). In this capacity 
he presided over the assembly of 
mayors, which, on Jan. 18, 1871, 
decided on the distribution of 
rations of bread, and two days later 
he issued a decree authorizing a 
search to be made for articles of 
food in the houses of absent persons 
On Jan. 22 he was a second time 
called upon to resist a body of in- 
surgents, who, enraged at the defeat 
of the French armies m the sortie 
on Montretout and Buzenval, at- 
tacked the H6tel de Yille, with the 
intention of overthrowung the Go- 
vernment of the National Defence 
This was the closmg episode of the 
siege, for Pans capitulated four 
days later At the election of 
Feb 8, 1871, he was elected one of 
the representatives of the depart- 
ment of the Vosges, and thereupon 
he resigned his functions as a mem- 
ber of the Government of the De- 
fence and administrator of the de- 
partment of the Seine, although he 
retained the latter office provision- 
ally imtil the 18th of March. After 
the second siege and the entry of 
the troops into Pans, M Thiers 
nominated him Prefect of the Seme 
(May 24) , but the appointment 
gave rise to so much hostile cri- 
ticism, that M Ferry resigned after 
ten days, and was succeeded by M. 
Leon Say. Subsequently it was 
understood that M. Ferry would be 


sent as Ambassador to Washington, 
but the proposed appointment was 
so unpopular that it was never offi- 
cially announced. He was, however, 
sent as Minister to Athens (Mav 
1872) . After holding that appouit^ 
ment for a year he resigned it, and 
resumed his place in the ranks of 
the Bepublican Left, of which he 
became President He was elected 
a member of the Council-General 
of the Vosges in 1871, and for some 
time he was vice-president of that 
body He was re-elected for the 
arondissement of Samt Die at the 
general elections of Feb., 1876, 
and Oct., 1877. He was chosen 
one of the vice-presidents of the 
Budget Committee m May, 1878. 
After the resignation of Marshal 
MacMahon (Jan 30, 1879), M 
Ferry was appointed by the new 
President of the Bepublic, M. 
Grevy, to a seat in his Cabmet as 
Minister of Public Instruction and 
Fme Arts. Differences arose when 
M. Ferry brought forward his Edu- 
cation Bill, the seventh clause of 
which prohibited members of " un- 
authorized religious communities 
(meaning especially the Jesuits) 
from teaching or managmg schools 
The measure was carried by a large 
majority of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties, but in the Senate a strong 
party, including many moderate 
Bepublicans, and led by M. Jules 
Simon, resisted the seventh clause. 
Owing to this determined opposi- 
tion the Bill was postponed. In 
the following year (1880) M. de 
Freycinet, who had become Prime 
Mmister, authorized the insertion 
in M Ferry’s Government Educa- 
tion Bill of the clause levelled at 
the unauthorized religious Orders. 
As before, the Chamber of Deputies 
passed the Bill by a large majority, 
but the Senate, led by M. Jules 
Simon, threw out the clause m 
question by a majority of 19 (March 
9). The Ministry proceeded, how- 
ever, to effect its purpose by decrees 
founded on laws that had fallen 
into disuse, and the prescription of 
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the Order was proclaimed. The 1 
expulsion of the Jesuits was earned | 
out, but three Cabinet Ministers 
resigned because the decrees were 
not being enforced against the other 
nnauthorized congregations. These 
secessions upset the Mi nistry (Sept 
19, ISSO). After some delay, M. 
Eerry formed a Cabinet, consisting 
of M de Ereycinet’s more advanced 
colleagues, with M. Barthelemy 
St. Hilaire at the Foreign Office, 
and the decrees against the Orders 
were then carried out with much 
hai’shness On Hov 10, 1881, M 
Ferry’s Mmistry resigned on ac- 
count of the attacks made upon 
their policy in regard to the expe- 
dition to Tunis In Feb., 1883, 
however, after the fall of the Fal- 
lieres admmistration, M. Ferry was 
sent for by the President of the 
Eepubhc to form a new Ministry 
This he did, he himself becoming 
Premier and Minister of Pubhe 
Instruction. 

FESTII^G-, Colonel Sir Fran- 
cis WoROAN, K.C M G-., second son 
of Captain Benjamin Morton Fest- 
ing, K.H , by Caroline Jane, 
only daughter of Mr F. B. Wright, 
of Henton Blewett, Somersetshme, 
was bom at High Littleton, in that 
county, in 1833. He was educated 
at the Eoyal Haval School, New 
Cross, and entered the Eoyal Ma- 
rines as a Cadet in 1849, obtained 
his first commission in 1850, and 
passed into the Eoyal Marme Artil- 
lery as Lieutenant in 1851. He 
served with distinction in the Bal- 
tic in 1854, for which he received a 
medal; also at Sebastopol and the 
surrender of Kinbum, for which he 
received a medal with clasps, and 
was made a Knight of the Legion 
of Honour. For his services at 
Canton (1857-59), he received a 
medal with clasps and the brevet 
of Major. In 1872 he became a 
Lieutenant-Colonel in the army. 
The beginning of our war on the 
Gold Coast was in May, 1873, when 
the Ashantee army, led by Aman- 
quatia, had overrun the country 


under the British Protectorate, and 
threatened Cape Coast Castle. 

'olonel Festing came to be in com- 
mand of the military force, which 
consisted of Marme Artillery and 
Infantry, half a battallion of 2nd 
West India Eegiment, and Houssas. 
No time was lost in setting the 
combmed military and naval forces 
m action It was most urgent to 
deprive the Ashantee army, then 
encamped around Mampon, between 
Abrakrampa and the river Prah, 
of its facilities for obtaining war- 
like stores from Elnuna. The 
natives of the " King’s Town’^ at 
Elmina resentmg their transfer 
from the Dutch to the English 
Government, had become the active 
though covert, allies of the Ashan- 
tee invader. Some parties of 
Ashantee warriors had been intro- 
duced into the town, while others 
lurked in the adjacent bush. To 
put an end to this danger -within 
nine miles of Cape Coast Castle, it 
was determined that the chiefs of 
Elmina should be forced to lay 
down their arms. They refused to 
obey the summons, and theic town 
was consequently attacked the neict 
day (Jxme 13, 1873) by the boats of 
the squadron and the troops under 
Col. Festmg, with the aid of Capt. 
Fremantle. The hostile native 
quarter of Elmina was destroyed, 
and the enemy was expelled foom 
the neighbourhood. Soon after- 
wards Col. Festing was placed in 
command of the na-bive camp at 
Dunquah and of the advanced 
posts He was twice wounded in 
engagements near Dunquah — ^the 
second time severely when rescuing 
Lieut Eardley Wilmot, who was 
mortally wounded. He received 
from the Queen the rank of Colonel 
in the army for ser-vices in the field, 
and was nominated a K.C.M.G. and 
C.B. at the conclusion of the Ash- 
antee campaign. He was appointed 
Assistant Adjutant-Genersd of the 
Eoyal Marines in Aug., 1876, and 
made an Aide-de-Camp to the 
Queen in 1879. 
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EEUILLETj Octave, a French 
novelist and dramatist, bom at 
Saint-L6 (Manche), Ang. 11, 1812, 
was sent to the College of Louis-le- 
Grand, at Paris, where he greatly 
distinguished himself. Under the 
name of Desire Hazard, he com- 
menced his hterary career in 1844, 
by contributing, in conjunction 
with Paul Bocage and Albert Au- 
bert, to a romance called the 
"Grand Yieillard,^^ which appeared 
in the National. Since that time 
he has been a constant contributor 
to newspapers and reviews, and has 
written for the various theatres 
comedies, dramas, and farces, nearly 
all of which have been received 
with favour by the public. He was 
elected in 1862 to fill the chair in 
the French Academy left vacant by 
the death of M. Eugene Scribe, and 
in the following year was made an 
officer of the Legion of Honour. 
Afterwards he was appointed Li- 
brarian of the Imperial Eesidences, 
which position he held until the 
revolution of Sept. 4, 1870. His 
most remarkable dramatic produc- 
tions are — La Nuit Terrible,^* 
"Le Bourgeois de Eome,'*^ "La 
Crise,"' "Le Pour et le Contre,^' 
" Peril en la Demeure,^' " La Fee,'^ 
" Le Village,” Dalila,” " Le Eo- 
man d^un Jeime Homme Pauvre,” 
" La Tentation,” " La Eedemption,” 
"Montjoye,” "La Belle au Bois 
dormant,” "Le Cas de Conscience,” 
and "Julie,” "La Cle d"Or,” a 
comic opera, and " L'Acrobate.” 
Among his novels are, "Polichi- 
nelle,” 1846 j "Onesta,” 1848 j "Ee- 
demption,^^ 1849 ; " Bellah,” 1850 , 
" Le Cheveu Blanc,” 1853 ; " La 
Petite Comtesse,” 1856 j "Le Eo- 
man d^un Jeune Homme pauvre,” 
1858, which has been translated 
into many languages; "Histoire 
de Sibylle,” 1862, scarcely less 
popular than the preceding; "Mon- 
sieur de Camors,” 1867, a story 
remarkable for invention and vi- 
gour; "Julia de Trecoeur,” 1872; 

Un Mariage dans la Monde,^^ 
1875; and "Le Journal d’une 


Femme,” 1878. He has also writ- 
ten, jointly with Paul Bocage, a 
number of other dramas, and he has 
published several poems, 

FEVAL, Paul Henki Coeentin, 
a popular French novelist, born at 
Eennes, Sept 27, 1817, was bred to 
the law, and called to the bar at 
his native place; but soon aban- 
doned the legal profession, and 
turned author. He has written an 
astounding number of novels, many 
of which had a large circle of 
readers. Some of these have been 
translated into English, viz 
"The Loves of Pans,” translated 
by J. W. Eoss, 1846 , " The Duke’s 
Motto,” translated by B. Browne 
1863 ; " The Woman of Mystery/’ 
translated by J. Stebbing, 1864- 
and "Thrice Dead,” 1869 M. Pel 
val was made an officer of the Le- 
gion of Honour in 1869. In 1876, 
M. Feval’s " conversion to CathoHc 
practice ” was recorded in the reh- 
gious newspapers, and in the fol- 
lowing year he published a pamph- 
let in defence of the Jesuits. 

FFOULKES, Edmund Salus- 
BUET, B D , born at Ermatt, Den- 
bigh, Jan 12, 1819, was educated 
at Shrewsbury School, and Jesus 
College, Oxford. He was appointed 
Fellow, and subsequently Tutor, of 
his college, but he resigned both 
appointments in 1855, on being 
received into the Eoman Cathohc 
Church. He re-entered the Church 
of England in 1870 In 1876 he 
was presented to the rectory of 
Wigginton, Oxfordshire. Mr. 
Ffoulkes is the author of "A 
Manual of Ecclesiastical History,” 
" The Counter Theory,” " Christen- 
dom’s Divisions;” two letters to 
Archbishop Manning, viz., "The 
Church’s Creed and the Crown’s 
Creed,” and " The Eoman Index ; ” 
"The Athanasian Creed, by whom 
written, and by whom published ; ” 
"Difficulties of the Day, and How 
to Meet Them ; Eight Sermons 
preached at St. Augustin’s Church, 
Queen’s Gate,” 1872; and other 
minor works. 
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FIELDj Cteus West, born at | 
Stockbridge, Massachusetts, Nov 
30, 1819. After an education in 
bis native town, be entered a count- 
ing-bouse in New York, and became 
in a few years tbe proprietor of a 
large mercantile establishment. 
Eetirmg from business m 1853 be 
travelled for a while in South ^ 
America, and on his return in 1854 j 
he began to turn his attention to 
the sub3ect of Ocean telegraphs, 
and was instrumental in procurmg 
a charter from the legislature of 
Newfoundland to estabhsh a tele- 
graph from the continent of America 
to that colony, and thence to Eu- 
rope. For the next thirteen years 
he devoted himseK exclusively to 
the execution of this undertaking. 
He was actively engaged iu the 
construction of the land line of 
telegraph m Newfoundland, and in 
the two attempts to lay the sub- 
marine cable between Cape Hay and 
Cape Breton. He accompanied the 
expeditions of 1857 and 1858 fitted 
out to lay the cable under the 
Atlantic, between this countiy and 
Newfoundland. He took a promi- 
nent part in the expeditions of 
1865 and 1866 ; the complete suc- 
cess in the last-mentioned year 
being, in a great measure, due to 
his exertions, in the course of which 
he has crossed the Atlantic more 
than fifty times. He received the 
unanimous thanks of Congress, with 
a gold medal, in commemoration of 
the successful enterprise, and at 
the Paris Exposition he received 
the grand medal. Since 1877 he 
has been prominently connected 
with the elevated railways in New 
York City, and has been President 
of one of the companies. 

FIELD, The Eev. Feedeeicb:, 
M.A., bom in London in 1801, was 
educated at Christas Hospital, and 
at Trinity College, Cambridge, 
where he graduated B.A. in 1823, 
as 10th Wrangler, was Chancellor's 
Medallist, and Tyrwhitf s Hebrew 
Scholar, and in 1824 was elected 
Fellow of his college. He edited 


the Greek text of St. Chrysostom's 
Homilies on St Matthew, with 
various readings and notes, pub- 
hshed m 1839 ; the same Father’s 

Interpretation of the Paulme 
Epistles,” on a similar plan, in 
7 volumes, Svo, forming part of 
the Bibhotheca Patrum,” m 1845- 
62 ; and the Septuagint version of 
the Old Testament, according to the 
Alexandrian codex, published at the 
Oxford University Press. This 
latter work was revised and re- 
arranged for the Foreign Transla- 
tion Committee of the Society for 
Promotmg Christian Knowledge. 
In 1842 Mr. Field was presented 
by his college to the rectory of 
Eeepham, Norfolk, which he re- 
signed in 1863. He has smce edited 
Ongen’s Hexapla (for the delegates 
of the Clarendon Press), 2 vols. 4to, 
1867-75. Mr. Field is a member 
of the “Old Testament Hevision 
Company.” 

FIELD, Henet Maetyx, D.D., 
brother of Cyrus West Field, born at 
Stockbridge, Massachusetts, April 3, 
1822. He graduated at Williams 
College in 1838, studied theology, 
and in 1842 became pastor of a 
Presbyterian church in St. Louis, 
Missouri. In 1847 he resigned his 
charge, and visited Europe, where 
he remained two years. Keturning 
to America he was, in 1851, pastor 
of a church at West Springfield, 
Massachusetts, and in 1854 he be- 
came one of the proprietors and 
editors of The Eiangelist, a religious 
newspaper pubhshed in New York, 
of which he is now the sole pro- 
prietor. In 1858 he made another 
European tour, which he has de- 
scribed m “ Summer Pictures from 
Copenhagen to Yenice.” In 1867 
he again came to Europe to visit 
the Paris Exposition, and as dele- 
gate to the Free Church of Scot- 
land and the Presbyterian Church 
of Ireland. In 1877 he made a 
tour around the world. He has 
published, “ The Good and the Bad 
in the Roman Catholic Church,^' 
1848 j “ The Irish Confederates, a 
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History of the EebelUon of 1798/^ 
1851 , History of the Atlantic 
Telegraph/' 1866 ; From the Lakes 
of Killamey to the Golden Horn/' 
1876 ; and From Egypt to Japan/' 
1878. 

FIELDj The Bev. John, M A , 
was horn at Wallingford, Berk- 
shire, in 1812, and educated at 
Magdalen Hall, Oxford, where he 
graduated B.A. in 1834, and M.A. 
in 1837. He was appointed to the 
Curacy of St. Clement's, Worcester 
in 1835 j to the Curacy of Chippmg 
Horton, in 1839 ; to the Chaplaincy 
of the Berkshire Gaol m 1840 ; and 
to the Bectory of West Bounton, 
Yorkshire, in 1857 Mr. Field is a 
Justice of the Peace for the Horth 
Biding (1859), and Chairman of 
the Visitmg Justices of the North 
Biding prisons. He was one of the 
earliest and most earnest advo- 
cates for establishing Beformatory 
schools, and the separate system of 
imprisonment. To promote these 
objects he gave much evidence 
before committees of both Houses 
of Parliament, and his published 
works have been numerous He is 
the author of Prison Discipline," 
2 vols , 1848 ; The Life of John 
Howard," 1850, "University and 
other Sermons,” 1853; "Convict 
Discipline," 1855 , " Correspond- 
ence of John Howard," 1856; "Be- 
marks on the Lord's Prayer," 1857 , 
several pamphlets and sermons, 
some publications issued by the 
Society for Promoting Christian 
Knowledge ; and papers in the 
Transactions of the Social Science 
Association. 

FIELD, Stephen Johnson, 
LL D , brother of Cyrus West Field 
and of Dr. Henry Martyn Field, 
born at Haddam, Connecticut, 
Nov. 4, 1816; A.B (Williams Col- 
lege), 1837. He studied law, and 
entered into practice with his bro- 
ther, David Dudley Field, in Hew 
York. In 1849 he went to Cali- 
fornia, where, after holding various 
legislative positions, he was in 1857 
chosen a Judge of the Supreme 


Court of the State, of which, in 
1859, he became Chief Justice. In 
1863 he was appointed by President 
Lincoln an Associate Justice of the 
Supreme Court of the Dnited States 
In 1873 he was nominated by the 
Governor of California one of a 
commission to examine the code of 
laws of the state, and to prepare 
amendments to it for the action of 
the legislature. In 1877 he was one 
of the fifteen members of the Com- 
mission appointed by Congress to 
decide upon the countmg of the 
electoral vote for President. He 
was one of the seven members who 
voted that the disputed votes should 
be cast for Mr Tilden, the other 
eight voting for Mr. Hayes, who 
was accordingly declared elected 
FIELD, The Hon. Sib William 
Ventris, eldest son of Mr Thomas 
Flint Field, of Fielden, Bedford- 
shire, was born in 1813 He was 
educated at Burton Grammar school, 
in Somersetshire, and was at first 
articled to Messrs. Terrell, Barton, 
and Smale, solicitors, of Exeter, 
but was afterwards with Messrs. 
Price and Bolton, of Lincoln's Lm. 
He practised in that branch of the 
profession in London from 1840 to 
1843, as one of the firm of Thomp- 
son, Debenham, and Field, of Sal- 
ters' Hall Court; but from 1843, 
having entered himself as a mem- 
ber of the Inner Temple, and reading 
in the chambers of Mr. T. Kingdom 
of the Western circuit, he prepared 
for the bar. He began in 1847 to 
practise under the bar as a special 
pleader. In 1850 he was called to 
the bar, and joined the Western 
circuit. This he afterwards ex- 
changed for the Midland, where he 
gained a large practice, as well as 
in London, both in commercial 
cases at Guildhall and before the 
Privy Council. In 1864 Mr. Field 
was appointed a Queen's Counsel, 
and was elected a bencher of the 
Inner Temple. He became leader 
of the Midland circuit, besides 
practising largely before the Judi- 
cial Committee and BailwayCom- 
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mission^ and other trihunals Mr 
Field was nominated a Justice of 
the Queen's Bench division in the 
High Court of Judicature in Feb. 
isfoj and shortly afterwards he 
received the honour of Imighthood. 

FIGUIEE;, Guillaume Louis^ a 
French chemist and scientific writer, 
was born at Montpellier, Feb. 15, 
1819, being nephew of Pierre Oscar 
Figuier, Professor of Chemistry m 
the School of Pharmacy in that town. 
He commenced the study of medi- 
cine under his uncle, was created 
Doctor of Medicme in 1841, and in 
the following year went to Pans to 
contmue his studies. In 1846 he 
was appointed Professor of the 
School of Pharmacy in his native 
place. Afterwards, however, he 
returned to Paris, and in 1855 be- 
came scientific editor of La Presse, 
His contributions to scientific jour- 
nals are almost innumerable, and 
the list of his separate publica- 
tions would occupy a considerable 
space. Among the most important 
of the latter are : — Exposition et 
Histoire des principales Decouvertes 
Scientifiques Modemes," 3 vols , 
1851-53, 6th edition, 1858; "His- 
toire des Merveilleux dans les 
Temps Modernes," 4 vols., 1859-60 , 
and '‘Ties des Savants Illustres 
depuis TAntiquite jusqu'au XIX® 
Siecle," 1866. " The Human Eace," 
1872 ; "The Insect World,” 
1872; and several other popular 
works by M. Loms Figmer have 
been translated into Enghsh. 

FISCHEE, Kuno, was born at 
Sandewalde, in Silesia, in 1824, and 
studied in the IJ niversities of Leipzig 
and Halle. Dr. Fischer belongs to 
the yoimger Hegelian tendency in 
philosophy. Having held, from 1848 
to 1850, a post as private tutor, he 
dehvered in 1850, as a private 
docent, philosphical lectures in the 
TTmversity of Heidelberg. In 1855 
he went to Berlin, in order to 
habilitate in the philosophical 
faculty, but had not begun his 
lectures when he received his call 
as Professor of Philosophy in the 


University of Jena Di, Hiino 
Fischer has written, " Diotima, the 
Idea of the Beautiful,” Pforzheim, 
1849 ; " History of Modern Philoso- 
phy,” 2 vols., Mannheim, 1852-55 , 
" Apology for my Doctrine,” Mann- 
heim, 18^54; "Logic and Metaphy-

FISH, Hamilton, LL.D , born 
in Hew York, Aug 3, ISOS. He 
was educated at Columbia College, 
where he graduated in 1828 ; studied 
law, and was admitted to the Hew 
York bar in 1830. In 1837 he was 
a member of the State Legislatm’e, 
was elected to Congress m 1842, and 
served until 1845. He was Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of Hew York from 
1847 to 1849, and Governor 1849-51. 
In 1851 he was elected Umted 
States Senator. On the expmation 
of his term, in 1857, he spent 
several years in Euroiie, studying 
carefully the institutions and 
governments of the different 
nations In 1869, on the resigna- 
tion of Mr E. B. Washbrnne, who 
was appointed Ambassador to 
France, President Grant called 
Mr Fish to the position of Secre- 
tary of State, which he retained 
during the two terms of President 
Grant, endmg March 4, 1877. To 
Mr. Fish belongs the credit of 
suggesting the Joint High Commis- 
sion with Great Britam, which met 
in 1871, for the purpose of settling 
the various difficulties between the 
two nations. 

FITZGEEALD (Loud), The 
Eioht Hon. John David Fitz- 
gerald, son of the late David Fitz- 
gerald, born in Dublin in 1816, 
and educated at Trmity College, 
Dublin ; was called to the Irish bar 
in 1838, and obtained a silk gown 
in 1847. For some years he was 
leader of the Munster circuit. He 
was elected M.P. for Ennis in 1852, 
and served in that capacity up to 
1860, meanwhile joining Lord 
Palmerston's Government as Soli- 
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citor-General for Ireland in Feb , 
1855. Subsequently be became 
Attomey-Greneral for Ireland — an 
office whicb he held from 1856 to 
Feb.^ 1858^ and again from 1859 to 
lS60j in ■which year he "was appointed 
a Judge of the Queen^s Bench m 
Ireland. He -was selected to act on 
almost all the special commissions, 
including those for the trial of the 
Fenian prisoners at Dublin m 
1865-6, at Cork m 1866, and again 
at Dublin m 1867-8, In January, 
18S1, he presided at the State 
trials which took place in Dublin. 
In May, 1882, he was made a Lord 
of Appeal in Ordmary, -with the 
dignity of a baron for life. ^ The 
vacancy arose under the provisions 
of the Appellate Jurisdiction Acts 
of 1876, two vacancies having 
occurred since the passing of that 
Act among the paid members of 
the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council, by the death of Sir 
James Colvile and the resignation 
of Sit Montague Smith. Lord 
Fitzgerald is LL D. of Trmity 
College, Dublin, a Commissioner of 
Nation^ Education in Ireland, a 
Visitor of the Queen^s Colleges, 
and a member of the Irish Privy 
Council. He married, first, in 1846, 
Eose, second daughter of the late 
Mr. John Donohoe, of Dublin ; and, 
secondly, in 1860, the Hon Jane 
Southwell, sister of the fourth 
Viscount Southwell. 

FITZGrEEALD, Perot Heth- 
BiNOTOiT, M.A., F.S A., son of the 
late Thomas Fitzgerald, M.P., born 
in 1834, at Fane Valley, co. Louth, 
Ireland; was educated at Stony- 
hurst College, Lancashire, and at 
Trinity College, Dublin, after 
which he was called to the Irish 
bar, and appointed a Cro-wn Prose- 
cutor on the North-Eastern circuit. 
He is the author of many works of 
fiction, the foUowmg of which 
origmally appeared in All the Year 
Round : — "Never Forgotten,” " The 
Second Mrs Tillotson,” " The Dear 
airl,” "Fatal Zero,” "The Doctor’s 
Mixture,” " The Bridge of Sighs,”

FITZGEEALD, The Eioht Eev. 
William, D.D., Bishop of Killaloe, 
Kilfenora, Clonfert, and Kilmac- 
du^gh, son of Maurice Fitzgerald, 
M D., bom m Ireland, Dec. 3, 1814, 
was educated at Trinity College, 
Dublin, where he graduated B. A. m 
1837, and of which he became a 
Fellow. In 1840 he endeavoured 
to break a lance with the writers of 

The Tracts for the Times.” The 
late Archbishop Whately apprecia- 
ting his merits, transferred him 
from the curacy of Clontarf to the 
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prebend of Donongbniorej co. Wick- 
loW;, and thence to the vicarage of 
St. Anne's, Dublin, and the arch- 
deaconry of Kildare. In 1848 he 
was appointed Professor of Moral 
Philosophy in Trinity College ,• and 
in 1853 Professor of Ecclesiastical 
History Dr. Fitzgerald is known 
in England as the editor of Con- 
stable's Ethics," and of “ Butler's 
Analogy," as one of the writers in 
Archbishop Whately's Cautions 
for the Times," and of one of the 
Answers to Essays and Eeviews " 
He was joint editor (with Dr. 
Abeltshauser) of the Irish Church 
Journal^ and has published several 
sermons and charges In 1859 he 
supported Lord Wodehouse's bill 
for legalizing marriage with a 
deceased wife's sister. He was con- 
secrated to the see of Cork in 1857, 
and was translated to that of 
Eillaloe, Kilfenora, Clonfert, and 
Kilmacduagh in 1862. 

FITZG-EEALD, The Eight Hon. 
Sib William Eobebt Setmoitb 
Veset G-.C S I., born in 1817, 
completed his education at Oriel 
College, Oxford, where he gradu- 
ated second class in classics in 
1837, gamed the Hewdigate prize 
in 1835, became M.A. in 1844, and 
received the honorary degree of 
D C.L. in 1863. Having adopted 
the legal profession, he was called 
to the bar at Lincoln's Inn in Jan , 
1839, and went the Northern circuit. 
At the general election m Aug., 
1847, he offered himself for the 
borough of Horsham, and although 
then unsuccessful, he gained the 
seat in June, 1848, holdmg it only 
for a few months, as he was un- 
seated on petition. In 1854 he was 
re-elected for that borough without 
opposition, and retained his seat 
until the general election in Jidy, 
1865, when he was beaten by five 
votes. On the accession of the 
Earl of Derby to office, in 1859, 
Mr. Seymour Fitzgerald was ap- 
pointedUnder-Secretary f or Foreign 
A ff ai r s, and discharged the duties 
of that post with singular ability. 


After the retirement of Lord 
Derby's second admmistration, Mr. 
Seymour Fitzgerald took a iDromi- 
nent position amongst the oppo- 
sition debaters. He was appointed 
Governor of Bombay in 1866, made 
a Privy Councillor Dec. 28, 1866, 
and left England for India in Feb. 

1867. In the same year he was 
nominated Grand Cross of the Order 
of the Star of India. He resigned 
the Governorship of Bombay in 
March, 1872, and at the general 
election of Feb., 1874, re-entered 
Parliament as M.P. for Horsham. 
He resigned his seat in Hov., 1875, 
when he was appointed Chief 
Charity Commissioner for England 
and Wales in the room of the late 
Sir James Hill. 

FITZMAUEICE, Lobd Edmund 
Geoeoe Petty, M.P , second son 
of the fourth Marquis of Lans- 
downe, by his second wife, Emily, 
eldest daughter of the Comte de 
Flahaulte, was born in London in 
1846, and educated at Eton and at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where 
he gained a scholarship and a prize 
for an English Essay, and gradu- 
ated, as a first-class in classics, in 

1868. In December of the last- 
named year he entered the House 
of Commons as member for Caine, 
which he still continues to repre- 
sent in the- Liberal interest. He 
was appointed Under-Secretary fo]d 
Foreign Affairs in Dec. 1882, im 
succession to Sir Charles DHk^ 
who had been advanced to the 
Presidency of the Local Govern- 
ment Board. 

FITZPATEICK, William John, 
son of John Fitzpatrick, Esq., of 
Dublin and Griffinrath, co. Kildare, 
born Aug 31, 1830, was educated 
first at a Protestant school, and 
afterwards at the Eoman Catholic 
College of Clongowes Wood. He 
is a Magistrate and Grand Juror for 
the counties of Dublin and Longford, 
is the author of The Life, 'femes, 
and Correspondence of Bishop 
Doyle," 2 vols., lately reprinted 
with much additional correspon- 
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deuce ; " TLe Life, Times, and Con- 
temporaries of Lord Cloncurry ; ” 
^"The Friends, Foes, and Adven- 
tures of Lady Morgan ; Lady 
Morgan, Ler Career, Literary and 
Personal , " Anecdotal Memoirs 

of Arclibisliop Whately^' (2 vols.) j 
Lord Edward Fitzgerald and his 
Betrayers, or Notes on the Corn- 
waUis Papers , “ The Sham Squire 

and the Informers of 1798 (of 
■which 16,000 copies are known to 
have been sold) , Ireland before 
the Union, with the unpublished 
Diary of Lord Chief Justice Clon-

Wits and Worthies, with Dr Lani- 
gan, his Life and Times , ” “ Charles 
Lever — a Biography , and several 
pamphlets, historical and critical. 
Mr. Fitzpatrick’s books have been 
reprinted in America. In Ireland 
he has been invited to preside at 
some meetmgs of the Historical 
Society of Trinity College, and his 
books have been quoted in the 
judgments of 1he Lord Chief Jus- 
tice of the Queen’s Bench, espe- 
cially in the O’Keefe case He has 
contributed biographic sketches to 
the AtheiKBunij to Fraser, to the 
University, to the "Imperial Dic- 
tionary of Biography,” and to some 
of the trimestrial reviews. He is 
a member of the Eoyal Irish Aca- 
demy, an Honorary Member of the 
Eoyal Hibernian Academy of Arts, 
and one of the executive of the 
Eoyal Dubhn Society. In 1876 he 
was elected by the Eoyal Hiber- 
nian Academy its Professor of His- 
tory, an ofS.ce formerly held by 
Petcie. In 1883, Mr. Fitzpatrick 
was appointed by the Viceroy for 
the second time High Sheriff of 
the county of Longford. 

FLAM MAE I ON, Camille, a 
French astronomer, born at Mon- 
tigny-le-Eoi (Haute Marne), Feb 
25, 1842, received his education in 
the ecclesiastical seminary of Lan- 
gres and at Paris, was a student 
in the Imperial Observatory from 
1858 till 1862, when he became 
editor of the Cosmos, and was ap- 


pointed scientific editor of the 
Specie in 1865. At this period he 
obtained, by a series of lectures on 
astronomy, a certain reputation, 
which was subsequently increased 
by his giving in his adhesion to 
" spiritualism ” In 1868 he made 
several balloon ascents, in order to 
study the condition of the atmo- 
sphere at great altitudes. M. 
Flamniarion is the author of "La 
Pluralite des Mondes Habites ” 
1862, 15th edit 1869; "Les Mondes 
Imaginaires et les Mondes Eeels,” 

1864, "Les MerveiUes Celestes,” 

1865 , " Dieu dans la Nature,” 
1866; "Histoire du Ciel,” 1867, 
" Contemplations Scientifiques,” 
1868, "Voyages Aeriens,” 1868; 
" L’ Atmosphere,” 1872, "Histoire 
d’lm Plan5te,” 1873 ; and " Les 
Terres du Ciel,” 1876. In June, 
1880, the French Academy awarded 
the Montyon prize to M. Idam- 
marion, for his work "L’Astrono- 
mie Populate ” 

FLEMING, Sandpord, CE, 
C M G , late Engineer-in-Chief of 
the Canadian Pacific Eailway, was 
born at Kirkcaldy, Fifeshire, Scot- 
land, on the 7th January, 1827, and 
emigrated to Canada in the year 
1815. He received his early tram- 
ing m Scotland, and served his 
apprenticeship as an engmeer and 
surveyor. For a number of years, 
after his arrival in Canada, he was 
employed on the engineering staff 
of the Northern Eailway, and ren- 
dered important service m that and 
other public enterprises. In 1863 
he was the bearer to the English 
government of a memorial from the 
settlers of the Eed Eiver district 
(now the province of Manitoba), 
praymg for railway communication 
with the older provinces of Canada, 
and on that mission had repeated 
conferences with the late Duke of 
Newcastle, then Colonial Secretary 
This project ultimately developed 
into the greater scheme of a Trans- 
continental line of railway connect- 
ing the Atlantic and the Pacific 
Oceans. The first Imk in this chain 
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was formed by tbe survey and con- 
struction of tbe Inter-Colonial Rail- 
way, undertaken by Mr. Fleming at 
•ie request of tbe Q-overnments of 
Canada, Nova Scotia, and New 
Brunswick, in conjunction with 
tbe Imperial antborities Tbe 1st 
of July, 1876— tbe natal day of tbe 
Bominion — saw tbe completion of 
tbis great work, an historical account 
of wbicb Mr. Fleming published in 
tbe same year. While tbe Inter- 
colonial'’^ was under construction, 
Mr Fleming was ordered to smwey 
and locate tbe line for tbe Pacific 
Railway, a task wbicb be partly 
accompbsbed m 1872, and a record 
of wbicb, besides tbe Engineer-m- 
Cbief s Reports to tbe Government, 
is embodied m Principal Grant’s 
interestmg narrative, entitled 
“Ocean 'to Ocean.” For tbe next 
seven years Mr. Fleming actively 
prosecuted this enterprise, and for 
bis services was rewarded by being 
made a Companion of tbe Order of 
St. Michael and St. George. In 

1879, owing to some difficulty with 
tbe government of tbe day, be 
resigned bis office, and tbe Domi- 
nion lost tbe services of an able 
and experienced engineer. He bas 
contributed many scientific papers 
to periodicals and tbe Transactions 
of learned societies, among wbicb 
is a proposal for tbe establishment 
of a new prime meridian for tbe 
world, 180“ from Greenwich. In 

1880, Mr. Fleming was elected 
Chancellor of Queen’s University, 
Kingston, Ontario. 

FLEIJRT, Emile Felix, a French 
General, born in Paris, Dec. 23, 
1816, studied at tbe College RoUin, 
but having met with pecuniary 
reverses, accepted an engagement 
in Nov. 1837, in tbe corps of Spabis, 
then just formed, and took part in 
eleven campaigns in Algeria, during 
which be was three times wounded 
and five times commended in 

orders of tbe day.” His advance- 
ment was rapid. He became Sub- 
Lieutenant in 1840, Captain in 1844, 
and Major in July, 1848, when be 


retmmed to Prance, and became a 
General of Brigade, March 18, 1856, 
and General of Division, Aug 13, 
1863. He embraced wntb ardour 
tbe Bonapartist cause, and was 
wounded in tbe bead in tbe dis- 
turbance which followed tbe coup 
dL*4tat, a movement m wbicb it is 
said be took a promment if not 
actually a leading part On tbe 
estabbsbment of the Empire be was 
nominated aide-de-camp to tbe Em- 
peror, Colonel of tbe Guides, and 
Grand Equerry of tbe Crown He 
was promoted Officer of tbe Legion 
of Honour in 1849, and Grand 
Officer, Aug. 13, 1859. Summoned 
to tbe Senate by decree, March 15, 
1863, be became Chief Equerry to 
Napoleon III. in Dec., 1865. He 
received tbe Grand Cross of St. 
Anne m 1864 General Flemy bas 
been employed in several diiilo- 
matic missions In particular be 
was sent, at tbe close of 1866, to 
King Victor Emmanuel, after tbe 
annexation of Venetia, and in Sept., 
1869, be was chosen to replace M. 
de Talleyrand as ambassador at St. 
Petersburg. He resigned tbe latter 
post immediately after tbe revo- 
lution m Paris, in Sept , 1870, and 
proceeded to Switzerland with 
Madame Pleury and bis children. 
He was placed on tbe retired list 
of tbe Army in Oct 1879. 

FLINT, Austin, M.D , bom at 
Petersham, Massachusetts, Oct. 
20, 1812. He was educated at 
Harvard College, where be gra- 
duated M D. in 1833. He practised 
bis profession in Buffalo, New York, 
where be rose to eminence, and 
was one of tbe founders of tbe 
Buffalo Medical College in 1847. 
He was called some years later to 
tbe chair of Theory and Practice 
of Physic, in one of tbe medical 
colleges of Philadelphia, and in 
1861 became Professor of tbe Prin- 
ciples and Practice of Medicine 
and of Clinical Medicine in tbe 
Bellevue Hospital Medical College, 
New York, and of Pathology and 
Practical Medicine m tbe Long 
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Island Hospital College of Brook- 
lyii:, Hew York. He kas pnblislied 
many Yalnable medical works, the 
most important being ^^Contmned 
Eever/^ 1855 ; Practical Treatise 
on the Diseases of the Heart” 
(1859) ; " The Practice of Medi- 
cine,” 1856 (5th edition 1881) ; " Au- 
scultation and Percussion,” ^ 1876 
(2nd edition 1880) , and " Clinical 
Medicine,” 1880. In 1872 he was 
elected President of the Hew York 
Academy of Medicine. His son, 
Austin Exint, jim., born atHorth- 
ampton, Massachusetts, March 28, 
1836, received the degree of M.D. 
from the Jefferson Medical College 
in 1857, and m 1859 was appointed 
Professor of Physiology m the Hew 
York Medical College. In 1861 he 
was appointed Professor of Physio- 
logy in the BeUevue Hospital, Hew 
York, a position he stiU holds. In 
1869 he received honourable men- 
tion and an award of 1,600 francs 
from the co m mittee of the French 
Academy on the Monthyon prize. 
He has published " The Physiology 
of Man” (5 vols.^ 1866-1874); 
" Treatise.on Human Physiology,” 
1875 (3rd edition, 1881) ; " Sources 
of Muscular Power” (1878) ; and 
some other works. 

FLOWEE, William Henry, 
F.E.S., F.L S., second son of E. F. 
Flower, Esq., of Stratford-on-Avon, 
bom at that place Hov. 80, 1831, 
was educated for the medical pro- 
fession at University College, Lon- 
don, and the Middlesex Hospital. 
He entered the army as assistant- 
surgeon, in April, 1854, served in 
the Crimean war; and settling 
afterwards in London, was appo'm- 
ted Assistant-Surgeon and Demon- 
strator of Anatomy at the Middle- 
sex Hospital. In 1861 he was 
elected Conservator of the Museum 
of the Eoyal College of Surgeons, 
and in 1869 Hunterian Professor of 
Comparative Anatomy and Physio- 
logy, which offices he now holds. 
He was President of the section of 
Biology at the meeting of the 
British Association in Dublin, in 


August, 1878, when the University 
of Dublin conferred on him the 
honorary degree of LL.D. In 1879 
he succeeded the late Marquis of 
Tweeddale as President of the 
Zoological Society of London. The 
Eoyal Society awarded to him, m 
Hov., 1882, one of its royal medals 
for his valuable contributions to 
the morphology and classification of 
the mammalia, and to anthropology. 
Professor Flower is the author of 
numerous memoirs on subjects con- 
nected with anatomy and zoology in 
the Transactions of the Eoyal, 
Zoological, and other learned So- 
cieties , also of An Introduction 
to the Osteology of the Mammaha,” 
1870; and of Diagrams of the 
Herves of the Human Body,” 2nd 
edit., 1872. He married in 1858, 
the youngest daughter of Admiral 
W. H. Smyth. 

FOLGEE, Charles James, juidst 
and politician, was born in Han- 
tuoket, Massachusetts, April 16, 
1818. In 1830 his father removed 
to Geneva, H. Y., where Mr. 
Folger has since lived. After 
leaving college Mr. Folger studied 
law, and was admitted to the bar 
when twenty-one years old. Hrs 
first office was that of Judge of the 
Court of Common Pleas, S) which 
he was appointed in 1844, and he 
was soon after made a Master and 
Examiner in Chancery. In 1851 he 
was elected County Judge, and in 
1861 he was elected to the Hew 
York State Senate by the E^ubli- 
can party, which party lif^ had 
entered on its formation, having 
previously been a Democrat. He 
remained in the State Senate until 
1869, when President Grant ap- 
pointed him Assistant U. S. Trea- 
surer for Hew York City. He was 
elected Judge of the Com’t of 
Appeals (the highest court in the 
State of Hew York) in 1870, and on 
the death of Chief Judge Church 
in May, 1880, he was appointed to 
fin the vacancy, and in the follow- 
ing Hovember was elected to the 
place for the full term of fourteen 
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years. A year later (Nov ^ ISSl) lie 
resigned tliis position to accept 
that of Secretary of the Treasury 
iXL President Arthur’s Cabinet The 
New York State Eepublican Con- 
vention, in September, 1882, nomi- 
nated him as Governor, but he was 
defeated m November by the largest 
ma3ority (nearly 200,000) ever cast 
against a candidate in any of the 
IJmted States. 

EONYIELLE, Wilfbid de, a 
French aeronaut and popular 
writer on scientific subjects, born 
at Paris in 1828, was originally a 
teacher of mathematics, but first 
became known to the public as a 
journalist, and as a popular ex- 
ponent of scientific knowledge. 
Of late years he has made nume- 
rous balloon ascents, in order to 
carry on scientific experiments at 
great altitudes. During the siege 
of Paris he escaped from the city 
in a balloon, and proceeding to 
London, gave a series of confer- 
ences, in which he expatiated on 
the benefits of the Eepublican 
form of government. His prin- 
cipal scientific works are, — 
"L’Homme Fossil,” 1865 j. " Les 
MerveiUes, du Monde Invisible/’ 
1866 ; " Eclairs et Tonnerres,” 

1867, translated into Enghsh by 
T. L. Phipson, under the title of 
"Thunder and Lightnmg,” 8vo, 
London, 1868 ; " L’Astronomie Mo- 
deme,” 1868. An account of the 
balloon ascents made by M Fon- 
vielLe, Mr. Glaisher, and others, 
appeared in French in 1870, and an 
!^ghsh translation was published 
in 1871, imder the title of " Travels 
in the Air.” In addition to the 
above-mentioned works, M. Fon- 
vieUe has written several political 
pamphlets. In 1879 he pubhshed 
" Comment se ,font les miracles en 
dehors de I’Eglise,” a work in 
which he reviews from the common- 
sense stand-point the pretensions 
of spiritualist mediums. 

FOEBES, Aechibald, journalist, 
bom in 1838, is a native of Moray- 
shire, Scotland. After studying at 


the University of Aberdeen he 
served for several years m the 
Eoyal Dragoons, and his know- 
ledge of the practical details of 
mihtai’y affairs stood him m good 
stead when, acceptmg a journalis- 
tic career as special correspondent 
for the Daily News, he accompanied 
the German army from the com- 
mencement to the close of the 
Franco-German war. Later, in the 
same capacity, he witnessed the 
close of the Commune, visited 
India during the famine of 1874, 
saw fighting in Spain, at one time 
with Carhsts, at another with 
Eepublicans, at a third with 
Alfonsists. In the capacity of re- 
presentative of the Daily Neivs^ he 
accompanied the Prince of Wales 
m the torn' of his Eoyal Highness 
through India in 1875-6. In the 
summer and autumn of 1876 he 
was m Servia, and was present at 
all the important fights of that 
campaign. He made the Eusso- 
Turkish campaign m the summer 
and autumn of 1877, attached to 
the Eussian army, and was present 
at tha crossing of the Danube, the 
capture of Bjela, the advance of 
the. ICesarewitch’s army towards 
Eustchuk, the disastrous battle of 
Plevna on July 3rd, the severest 
fighting in the Shipka Pass, and 
the five days’ attack by the Eus- 
sians on Plevna, in September, re- 
maining continuously in the field 
until attacked by fever in the 
middle of September. In 1878 he 
proceeded to Cyprus as special 
correspondent of the Daily News. 
Among his works are " Drawn from 
Life,” a military novel ; " My Ex- 
periences of the War between 
Prance and Germany and "Sol- 
diering and Scribbling : a Series of 
Sketches,” 1872. 

FOEBES - EOBEETSON, John, 
art critic and journalist, is lineally 
descended from the Forbeses of 
Tolquhon, Thanes of Formartin. 
He is the son of the late John 
Eobertson, merchant in Aberdeen, 
and was born there, Jan. 30, 1822. 

E E 
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He was educated at the Grammar 
School, and at the Marischal College 
and University of his native city, 
and became sub-editor of one of the 
local papers (under the late Joseph 
Eobertson, the eminent historian 
and antiquary) and contributor to 
the "poet^s corner of another, 
while still a student, making dra- 
matic and musical criticism his 
special care Early m 1844 he came 
to London ; the year afterwards 
he visited France, and subsequently 
the United States of America On 
his return he aided materially in 
opening up the Salmon resources 
of Norway, and carried on a corre- 
spondence with the French autho- 
rities on the artificial propagation 
of the fish, long before any practical 
results of the knowledge obtained 
became visible in England Mr. 
Forbes-Eobertson studied English 
literature at University College, and 
in due time identified himsefi with 
that branch of it, viz., art criticism, 
which he afterwards made a profes- 
sion. To perfect himself for its 
duties he visited most of the chief 
European galleries, and has always 
been on terms of familiar intimacy 
with many of those men who have 
given art emphasis and character to 
the last tlurty years Mr. Forbes- 
Eobertson was editor for several 
years of AH, Pictorial and Industrial, 
art editor of the Pictorial World, 
and has been on the staff of most of 
those London journals which make 
art a featoe For the last ten 
years he has been chief art-critic 
on the Art Journal, and contributes 
largely to the Illustrated London 
News and the Magazine of Art, He 
is the author of several 'brochures of 
special art-criticism, and in 1877 he 
published a large quarto volume 
entitled ^^The Great Painters of 
Christendom,” which was most 
favourably reviewed both in this 
country and in America. Mr. 
Forbes-Eobertson is well-known in 
London and elsewhere as a success- 
ful lecturer on the history of art. 
His eldest son, Johnston Forbes- 


Eobertson, has won for himself a 
recognised position both as a 
painter and an actor. 

FOEMAN, Harry Buxton, born 
in London, July 11, 1842, was edu- 
cated at Teignmouth, and was ap- 
pointed in 1860 to a Junior Clerk- 
ship in the Secretary's Department 
of the General Post Office, where 
he IS now one of the Prmcipal 
Clerks. He is the author of " Om* 
Living Poets j an Essay in Criti- 
cism” (1871), and editor of the 
Library Edition of The Poetical 
Works of Percy Bysshe Shelley,” 
4 vols. (1876-7, reprmted 1882); 
" The Prose Works of Percy Bysshe 
Shelley,” 4 vols (1880), an un- 
annotated edition of Shelley’s 
poetry in two volumes (1882); 
and of Letters of John Keats to 
Fanny Brawne ” (1878) ; the Library 
Edition of ‘'The Works of John 
Keats in Verse and Prose” (1882). 
Mr. Forman has been a contributor 
of critical articles, mamly of a 
serious kmd, to the Fortnightly 
Review, the Fine Arts Quarterly 
Review, the Contemporary Review, 
Macmillan’s Magazine, the Qmitle- 
man’s Magazine, and the London 
QuaHerly Review. 

FOEEEST, John, P.EG.S., 
Honorary Fellow of the Eoyal 
Geographical Societies of Italy, 
Vienna, and St. Petersburg, 
Knight of the Italian Crown, 
entered the Survey Department of 
Western Australia, 1865, and in 
1869 was selected to command an 
exploring expedition . into the 
interior in search of Dr Leichhart 
and party In 1870 he commanded 
an exploring expedition from Cham- 
pion Bay on the West Coast of 
Australia to the overland telegraph 
Ime between Adelaide and Port 
Darwin without the aid of camels, 
with horses only. For these ser- 
vices he received the thanks of the 
Governor and the Legislative 
Council, and was awarded the gold 
medal of the Eoyal Geographical 
Society of London, May 22, 1876, 
and was also presented by the 
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Imperial G-ovemment -with, a grant 
in fee of 5000 acres of land. In 
1876 he was appointed Deputy Sur- 
veyor-General of W estern Australia. 
From April to September, 1878, be 
conducted tbe Trigonometrical 
Survey of tbe bTickol Bay District 
in Nortb-Western Australia. From 
September, 1878, to January, 1879, 
be acted as Commissioner of Crown 
Lands and Surveyor-General, witb 
a seat in tbe Executive Council of 
tbe colony. In May, 1878, be was 
temporarily appointed Comptroller 
of tbe Imperial Estabbsbments and 
Expenditure in Western Australia. 
He is a justice of tbe peace for tbe 
colony. 

FOESTEE, Db. Ebnst Joachim, 
a celebrated German art-critic and 
painter, brother of Frederick 
Forster, a distinguisbed historian 
and poet, who died in 1868, was 
born at Muncbengosserstadt, April 
8, 1800, At first be applied h imself 
to tbe study of theology and philo- 
sophy, but soon determined to 
devote himself to art, and accord- 
ingly entered tbe studio of Peter 
Cornelius at Munich. He was 
employed m painting tbe frescoes 
in the Aula at Bonn, and those of 
tbe Glyptotbek and tbe Arcades at 
Munich, but bis reputation rests 
chiefly on Ms discovery of several 
ancient pictures, and on bis works 
in eluci^tion of tbe Mstory of art. 
His greatest '^find was tbe frescoes 
of Avanzo, which date as far back 
as 1376, in tbe chapel of San Giorgio 
at Padua Of bis works, wMcb are 
all written in German, we may 
mention three excellent guide-books 
to Muniob, Italy, and Germany j 

Studies relating to tbe BQstory of 
Modem Art," 1835; Letters on 
Painting," 1838 ; History of 
German Art;" '^Monuments of 
German Architecture, Sculpture, 
and Painting," 1855 ; and a His- 
tory of Itaban Art," 1869. He has 
likewise written a life of Jean Paul 
Eiebter, and edited several of Ms 
works. 

FOESTEE, The Eight Hon. 


WiiiiiiAM Edward, M.P., F E.S., 
is tbe only son of the late WiUiam 
Forster (who was for more than 
half a century a minister of tbe 
Society of Friends, and who died 
when engaged on an anti-slavery 
mission in Tennessee), by Anna, 
sister of Sir Thomas Fowell Buxton, 
tbe first baronet. He was born at 
Bradpole, Dorsetshire, July 11, 
1818 ; received Ms education at tbe 
Friends^ School, Tottenham , and 
became a worsted manufactui’er at 
Bradford. In 1846-7 be visited 
some of tbe distressed districts m 
Ireland, and distributed a Famine 
Eebef Fund wMcb bad been raised 
by tbe Qualcers. At tbe general 
election of April, 1859, be came 
forward in tbe Liberal interest as a 
candidate for tbe representation of 
Leeds, but was defeated, tbe num- 
bers being : — Edward Baines (L ), 
2,343 ; George S. Beecroft (C.), 
2,302 ; Forster, 2,280. In Feb., 
1861, at a bye-election, be was 
returned without opposition for 
Bradford, wMcb be has continued 
to represent down to tbe present 
time. At tbe general election of 
July, 1865, be was re-elected with- 
out opposition, and at tbe general 
election of Hov., 1868, be was 
returned at tbe bead of tbe poll, 
tbe numbers being : — Forster, 
9,468 ; H. W. Eipley (L.), 9,347 , 
Edward MiaH (L.), 8,768. Mr. 
Forster was Under-Secretary for 
tbe Colonies in Lord Eussell’s ad- 
ministration, from Hov., 1865, till 
July, 1866, and was Yice-President 
of the Committee of Council on 
Education from Dec., 1868, to Feb , 
1874. He was sworn of tbe Privy 
Council in 1868, and admitted a 
member of tbe Cabinet in 1870. He 
displayed remarkable tact and 
ability in passing through tbe 
House of Commons tbe Education 
Bill in 1870 and tbe Ballot Bill in 
1872, though be gave great offence 
to the Nonconformists by Ms ad- 
vocacy of tbe famous 25tb clause. 
When Mr. Gladstone retired from 
tbe leadersMp of tbe Opposition at 
E E 2 
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the commencement of the year 
1876, it seemed probable that Mr. 
Forster would become the leader of 
the Liberal party in the House of 
Commons ; but in a letter dated 
Feb. 1, he stated that even if the 
choice of the party fell upon him 
at the caucus which had been 
summoned to meet at the Reform 
Club two days prior to the assem- 
bling of Parliament, he co^d not 
undertake the task of leading the 
party, as it appeared to him clear 
that he should not receive that 
general support without which he 
ought-not to attempt to fulfil the 
duties of this most difficult but 
honourable post ” The choice of 
the party consequently fell on the 
Marquis of Hartmgton. Mr. Forster 
was elected a Fellow of the Royal 
Society in 1875. On Hov. 13,1875, 
he was elected Lord Rector of the 
University of Aberdeen by 233 votes 
against 145 recorded for Lindsay ; 
and the same University conferred 
upon him the honorary degree of 
LL.D. in 1876. On the return of 
the Liberals to power, under Mr. 
Gladstone, in April, 1880, Mr. 
Forster was appointed Chief Secre- 
tary for Ireland, with a seat in the 
Cabinet. The Land Bill and coer- 
cive measures were passed, the 
Land League was suppressed, and 
the gaols were filled with sus- 
pects,” including Mr. Parnell and 
other leaders of the eicfcreme party 
in Parliament. Some members of 
the Cabinet, however, were in 
favour of releasing the imprisoned 
M.P 's, and of employing the power 
of the Land League to restore tran- 
quillity in Ireland. The result of 
these dissensions was that Earl 
Cowper (the Lord Lieutenant) and 
Mr. Forster resigned their offices 
in April, 1882. He is the author 
of a narrative of his visit to Ireland, 
pubhshed by Joseph Crosfield m 
1847; "William Penn and T. B. 
Macaulay , being brief observations 
on the charges made in Mr. Macau- 
lay’s History of England against 
the character of Wilham Penn,” 


1849 ; " How we tax India : a Lec- 
ture on the Condition of India 
under British Rule,” 1858, and 
" Speech delivered after laymg the 
memorial stone of the first school 
built by the Liverpool School 
Board,” 8vo Lond , 1873. Mr. 
Forster is a magistrate and deputy- 
lieutenant for the West Riding of 
Yorkshire. He married, in 1850, 
Jane Martha, eldest daughter of 
the late Rev. Thomas Arnold, L.L.^ 
head master of Rugby School. 

FORSYTH, Sir Thomas Loug- 
LAs, C.B., K.C.S.I., son of the late 
Thomas Forsyth, Esq., of Liverpool, 
born in 1827, educated at Rugby and 
afterwards at Haileybury, where he 
highly distmguished himself and 
carried off several gold medals. He 
went out to India in 1848 m the 
civil service of the East India Com- 
pany, and was first appointed As- 
sistant Commissioner in the Punjab, 
and afterwards Deputy -Commis- 
sioner, which office he held from 
1852 to 1866. He took an active 
part m the suppression of the iidian 
Mutiny in 1857, while holdmg office 
at Umballa, and was in consequence 
made a C.B. He then became sec- 
retary to the Chief Commissioner 
of Oudh; and in 1859 Commissioner 
and Civil Judge in the Punjab, of 
which Sir Robert Montgomery was 
the Lieut -Governor. For a short 
period he held the office of Fmanmal 
Commissioner in the Punjab. In 
1870 he was selected by Lord Mayo, 
the Governor-General of India, to 
conduct a mission to Yarkund, in 
Eastern Turkistan, and jvas thanked 
by the Governor-General for his 
services. When in 1873 it was de- 
termined to send an envoy to the 
ruler of that countiy in order to 
negotiate a commercial treaty. Sir 
T. D. Forsyth was again appointed 
to that post, and after an arduous 
journey across the gigantic moun- 
tain ranges which separate India 
from Kashgar, he succeed^ in 
getting a imeaty signed which is 
likely to produce important adv^- 
tages by opening up commercial in-

tercourse with, the most flourishing 
country m central Asia. For this 
service he received the honour of 
knighthood and was made a Knight 
Commander of the Order of the 
Star of India. In 1874 he was ap- 
pointed Member of the Legislative 
Council of India, and in 1875 he 
was sent as Envoy to the king of 
Burmah. 

FOESYTH, William, Q C., 
LL D., son of the late Thomas 
Forsyth, Esq., of Liverpool, was 
born at Greenock in 1812, and edu- 
cated at Trinity College, Cambridge, 
where he graduated B.A. in 1834. 
He was third m the first class of the 
classical tripos, and second Senior 
Optime, was Chancellor's Medallist, 
and Fellow of Trinity, and pro- 
ceeded M A in 1837. He was called 
to the bar at the Inner Temple m 
1839, went the Northern Circuit, 
became a Queen^s Counsel in 1857, 
and a Bencher of the Inner Temple. 
He was standing counsel to the 
Secretary of State in Council of 
In^a, and is Commissary of the 
Umversity of Cambridge. He is 
the author of On the Law of Com- 
position with Creditors,” published 
in 1841 ; Hortensius j or, the Duty 
■ and Office of an Advocate,” m 1849 ; 
" On the Law relating to the Cus- 
tody of Infants,” in 1850; "The 
History of Trial by Jury,” in 1852 ; 
"Kapoleon at St. Helena and Sir 
Hudson Lowe,” in 1853 ; " The Life 
of Cicero,” in 1864; "Gases and 
Opinions in Constitutional Law,” in 
1869 ; " The Kovels and Kovelists 
of -the Eighteenth Century, in illus- 
tration of the Manners and Morals 
of the Age,” in 1871 ; " Hannibal in 
Italy: an Historic^ Drama,” in 
1872 ; " Essays Critical and Narra- 
tive,” in 1874 ; " The Slavonic Pro- 
vinces South of the Danube,” in 
1876 ; and has contributed to the 
Quarterly and Edinburgh Reviews 
and Blackwood^ s Magazine. Having 
been elected member for the borough 
of Cambridge in the Conservative 
interest in July, 1856, he was un- 
seated, on petition, on the ground 


that the office he held of standmg 
counsel to the Secretary of State for 
India was one of profit under the 
Crown, and disqualified him from 
sitting in Parliament. He was an 
unsuccessful candidate for the re- 
presentation of Bath in Oct 18/3, 
but was returned to the House of 
Commons by the borough of Mary- 
lebone at the general election of 
Feb., 1874, and he contmued to re- 
present that constituency till 1880. 

FOETESCUE (Earl), The 
Eioht Hon, Hugh Fortesctte, the 
eldest son of the late Earl (who was 
Lord-Lieutenant of Ireland in 1839- 
41), born April 4, 1818, and educated 
at Harrow ; entered Parliament in 
1841, whilst Viscount Ebrington, as 
member for Plymouth, which he 
represented in the Liberal interest 
until 1852, when he unsuccessfully 
contested Barnstaple. In Dee., 
1854, he was elected for Maryle- 
bone, for which he resigned his seat, 
and was called to the Upper House 
in his father's barony of Fortescue, 
Dec. 5, 1859, and succeeded as third 
earl. Sept. 14, 1861. His lordship 
was a Lord of the Treasury from 
1846 to 1847, and Secretary of the 
Poor-Law Board from 1847 to 1851, 
being at the same time an active 
member, and latterly chairman, of 
several successive metropolitan 
commissions of sewers. In May, 
1856, while visiting a military hos- 
pital with a view to the motion 
which he carried af teirwards in 1858, 
m favour of sanitary reform in the 
army, he caught the ophthalmia, 
which deprived him of one eye, per- 
manently impaired the other, and 
so much injured his health as to 
compel him to retire from the House 
of Commons. His lordship is the 
author of pamphlets upon "The 
Health of Towns,” 1844 ; " Official 
Salaries,” 1852 ; " Eepresentative 
Self-Government for the Metropo- 
lis,” 1854 ; Parliamentary Ee- 
form,” 1859 : and a work on " Public 
Schools for the Middle Classes,” 
1864. He married, March 11, 1847, 
the eldest dai^hter of the late Eight 
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Hon. Col G- Dawson Darner. She 
died in 18(>6, leaving Mm a large 
family. 

EOSTEEj BibkbTj horn at North 
SMeldSj Northnmherland, in 1812^ 
educated at Hitchen, Herts ; at the 
age of sixteen was placed with Mr. 
Landells, the wood-engraver,^ by 
whose advice, after he had practised 
engraving for a short time, he be- 
came a draughtsman. At the age 
of twenty-one he started on his own 
account, illustrated several chil- 
dren's books, and drew a great deal 
toT the Illustrated London News. He 
illustrated Longfellow’s ''‘Evange- 
Ime,” Beattie’s Minstrel,” '' Gold- 
smith’s Poetical Works,” and 
several other works of the same 
kind , and has since been employed 
on most of the better class of illus- 
trated books that have issued from 
the press, especially a handsome 
volume devoted to English land- 
scape, with descriptions from the 
pen of Mr. Tom Taylor, published 
in 1863. Havmg resolved to follow 
a different branch of art, and having 
in 1860 been elected a member of 
the Water-Colour Society, he has 
met with very great encouragement 
A collection of Summer Scenes ” 
by Mr Poster, consisting of a series 
of photographs from some of his 
choicest water-colour drawings, was 
pubhshed in 1867. 

FOSTEE, Veee Henbt Louis, 
was born at Copenhagen in 1819, 
Ms father. Sir Augustus Foster, 
being at that time British ambas- 
sador in Denmark. He was edu- 
cated at Eton, and afterwards at 
Christchurch, Oxford, and then en- 
tered the diplomatic service under 
Lord Palmerston, who was then 
at the head of the Foreign Office. 
Subsequently Mr. Vere Foster was 
attached to the mission of Sir 
Hemy Ellis to Monte Video. On 
his return from South America in 
1847, he paid a visit to Ireland in 
the company of his eldest brother. 
Sir Frederick Foster, who had just 
succeeded to the title, and who was 
anxious to inform Mmself of the 


position of the tenantry on the 
faamly estates. The famine, conse- 
quent upon the failure of the 
potato crop, was raging at the tune, 
and so impressed was Mr. Yere 
Foster with the misery of the 
people, that he determined thence- 
forth to devote Ms hfe to the 
amelioration of the condition of the 
population. His eldest brother en- 
tered warmly mto Ms plans, and 
they at once began to work for the 
good of the poor Irish, and of their 
own tenantry in particular. So 
successful were they, that no death 
by starvation occurred on the es- 
tates. Mr. Vere Poster became 
convinced that one great cause of 
the poverty of the people was want 
of employment for the redundant 
population. Accordingly he issued 
a pampMet — Work and Wages”— 
in which he pointed out that across 
the Atlantic there were work and 
wages for all, and offered to pay 
the passage to New York of any 
Irish people who wished to go, but 
had not the means. He had hun- 
dreds of applicants, and for a num- 
ber of years he constituted himself 
an amateur emigration agent. A 
voyage which he himself made in 
the steerage of one of the ships 
convinced him by a painful expe- 
rience that the emigrants were 
poorly fed, and shamefully treated. 
The news of this voyage got abroad, 
and his cousin. Lord Hobart, laid 
Mr. Foster’s diary before Parha- 
ment. It attracted attention, was 
printed as a Blue Book, and Mr. 
Foster had the satisfaction of 
seeing the Emigration Laws, which 
rendered the miseries he had en- 
dured thenceforth impossible in a 
British emigrant vessel. Mr. Pos- 
ter’s scheme of emigration worked 
well, but it cost him, out of his 
own private means and that of his 
friends, above .£8,000. The out- 
break of the Civil War in America 
(1861) checked for a time the stream 
of emigration, and Mr. Foster now 
turned Ms attention to the improve- 
ment of education in Ireland. He 
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issued notices tliat lie would under- 
take^ on application^ to provide a 
slate roof and a wooden floor in 
every national scliool in Ireland 
that was thatched and had an 
earthen floor. He also subsequently 
undertook to provide every locality 
with a school where it should be 
reported that a school was needed, 
and that there were no local funds 
to build it. In this way, and in 
supplying books, maps, desks, and 
other apparatus, he spent out of 
his own mcome more than ^212,000. 
With a view to introduce a better 
system of teaching writmg in the 
schools imder the care of the Com- 
missioners of Irish Education, he 
issued the series of his well-known 
copy-books. These had an enor- 
mous sale, which has smce steadily 
increased, the , demand for them 
amountmg to about three -millions 
annually. Mr. Foster also esta- 
blished a system of prizes to en- 
courage attention to writing, &c., 
which he still continues. A friend 
suggested to Mr. Foster that a 
knowledge of dra-wing would be an 
additional boon to the poor people 
of Ireland, and offered his services 
in aid of tMs new enterprise if Mr 
Foster would adopt it. He at once 
fell in with the idea, and with his 
friend's assistance secured the ser- 
•Tices of the best artists for his 
series of drawing books. This 
scheme occupied several years. It 
proved successful so far as popular 
education in Ireland is concerned, 
but was a pecuniary loss to himself. 
Indeed he derives no profit what- 
ever from the present sales of any 
of his publications. 

FOHBTOir, Marie FEAisrgois 
Oscar Hardy Be, a French states- 
man, bom at Eiberac (Dordogne), 
Jan. 3, 1836. After having com- 
pleted his legal studies at Paris, he 
became a member of the local bar 
at Bergerac, in his native depart- 
ment, and for some time during the 
later years of the Empire he was 
sub-prefect of the arrondissement, of 
which that town is the chief place. 


On being elected a representative of 
the Dordogne in the National As- 
sembly, Feb S, 1871, he took his 
place among the Bonapartists m 
the Eight Centre On Dec 7, 1S72, 
M. Thiers appointed him Minister 
of Public Works, in succession to 
M. de Larcy This post he held 
till May 19, 1S73, when he -vras 
transferred to the Ministry of Pub- 
lic Worship * but he resigned with 
his colleagues on the 24th of May. 
On the 20th of Nov following, he 
again became a member of the Mi- 
nistry, succeeding M. Batbie m the 
department of ftiblie Instruction 
and Public W orship . IVTarahal Mac- 
Mahon, Idle President of the Ee- 
public, advanced M. de Fourtou 
(May 23, 1874) to the Ministiyof 
the Interior, m the place of the Due 
de Broglie. He did not ^ this 
important position very long M. 
Magne having resigned, M. de 
Fourtou insisted t^t he should be 
succeeded by a member of the same 
party, viz , by a Bonapartist , and 
as this was not the case, M. de 
Fourtou himself resigned July 19, 
1874. On Feb. 20, 1876, he -was 
elected a Deputy for the arrondisse- 
ment of Eiberac, under the auspices 
of the National Conservative Com- 
mittee. He again became Minister 
of the Interior May 17, 1877, and 
exercised great influence in the de- 
liberations of the Cabinet. At the 
elections of Oct , 1877, he was again 
chosen Deputy for Eiberac, but the 
Chamber declared the election m- 
valid Nov. IS, 1878. In the debate 
on the latter occasion, M Gambetta 
called M. de Fourtou a bar, and 
this unparliamentary expression led 
to their figh-femg a duel with pistols. 
The encounter was a perfectly harm- 
less one, neither of the combatants 
reeeivi^ any injury. Indeed, it 
was hinted that blank cartridges 
were used, with the connivance of 
the seconds. M de Fourtou was 
once more chosen Deputy for Eibe- 
rac Feb. 2, 1879, when he polled 
9,027 votes against 7,687 given to 
the Eepuhlican candidate. He was 
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elected a Senator by the department 
of Dordogne^ Marcli 18S0. 

FOWLEE, John, civil engineer, 
is the eldest son of the late Mr. 
Fowler, of Wadsley Hall, in the 
parish of Ecclesfield, Sheffield, and 
was horn in 181 1 , After completing 
his scholastic education, he became 
a pupil of Mr J. Towlerton Leather, 
the eminent hydraulic engmeer, 
and obtained his first practical 
knowledge under the guidance of 
that gentleman in the construction 
of the Sheffield waterworks. When 
Mr G-eorge Stephenson, the father 
of railways, projected the line of 
the Midland Company through the 
valley country, from Derby to Nor- 
manton, and excluded from that 
great highway ihe towns of Shef- 
field, Barnsley, and Wakefield, Mr. 
Leather was employed to survey a 
route from Chesterfield through 
Sheffield, and his pupil acquired 
his first experience as a railway en- 
gineer in laying out the hne which 
was subsequenHy adopted. Whilst 
yet a pupil, he surveyed the rooky 
district through WHiarncliffe Wood, 
in Yorkshire, for a line which, 
though not constructed at that time, 
he was afterwards enabled to carry 
out and complete, and he also sur- 
veyed the country for a Hne between 
Stourbridge and Birmmgham, pass- 
ing through Dudley and Wolver- 
hampton , which hne, though only 
commenced some twenty years after- 
wards by Brunei, it fell to the 
lot of John Fowler to carry jDut. 
On the completion of his profes- 
sional education, Mr . Fowler became 
an assistant to Mr. Eastrick in the 
construction of several lines of rail- 
way then in progress, and amongst 
others the London and Brighton 
Eailway. He was then appointed 
resident engineer of the Stockton 
and Hartlepool Eailway, and of 
other lines in the same distiict. It 
was at this period that he first 
came as a witness before a parlia- 
mentary committee, and exhibited 
those qualities of acuteness, firm- 
ness, and souu'lness of judgment 


which still constitute him one of the 
ablest and most valued engineermg 
witnesses in the committee rooms 
of both Houses of Parliament. At 
the age of twenty-seven, Mr. Fowler 
was selected as the engmeer for 
constructing the large group of 
railways known as the Manchester, 
Sheffield, and Lincolnshire line, 
which includes tunnels, viaducts^ 
and bridges of considerable magni- 
tude, in addition to a dock, a float- 
ing pier, large hydi-aulic works, and 
a steam ferry, of all which large 
and multifarious work he had the 
sole engmeermg charge From this 
time the name of John Fowler was 
established in the first rank of 
practical engineers, and he became, 
after settling m London, continu- 
ously employed at home and abroad 
in the laying out and construction 
of railways, docks, and other large 
works requiring a high class of en- 
gineering ability. Amongst the 
principal works executed by Mr. 
Fowler are to be found the original 
" underground or Metropohtan 
Eailway, the District Eailway, the 
St. John's Wood Eailway, the Vic- 
toria Station and Pimlico Eailway, 
on which occurred the first railway 
bridge built over the river Thames 
at London, the Edgware, High- 
gate, and London Eailway, the 
Manchester, Sheffield, and Lmcohi- 
shire Eailways ; the Oxford, W orces- 
ter, and Wolverhampton Eailway, 
the Severn Valley Eailway ; the Mid- 
Kent Eailways; the London, Til- 
biuy, and Southend Eailway , the 
Great Northern and Western of Ire- 
land system of railways ; the Much 
Wenlock Eailway, and its extension 
east and west ; the Great Eastern 
Eailway Extension in Cambridge- 
shire and Essex ; the Isle of Wight 
Eailway , the Launceston and South 
Devon Eailway , the Moreton Hamp- 
stead Eailway ; the Weymouth and 
Portland Eailway ; the Wellington 
and Cheshii’e Eailway ; the MiHwall 
Docks , and works for the improve- 
ment of rivers and estuaries, and 
the reclamation of lands from the 
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sea. He has at present under con- 
struction the Limerick and Kerry 
Railway j the Didcot, Kewhury, and 
Southampton Railway ; the Water- 
ford and Wexford Railway, and 
harbour works at Tralee, and at 
Rosslare. Mr. Fowler is consulting 
engmeer to the G-reat Western Rail- 
way, the G-reat Northern Railway, 
and other companies, and until the 
recent change of government in 
Egypt, and the suspension of all 
further present e^enditure on 
works, he acted m a sim i lar capacity 
with respect to the important G-o- 
vemment and Elhedivial works in 
that country. Mr John Fowler 
married, in 1850, Emily, daughter 
of the late James Broadbent, Esq., 
of Manchester, and has four sons, 
the eldest of whom, John Arthur 
Fowler, married, in 1878, Alice 
Clive, daughter of Sir Edward Clive 
Bayley, C.S.I. 

FCTOER, The Rby. Thomas, 
M.A , LL.D., F.S.A., was born at 
Burton-Stather, Lincolnshire, Sept. 
1, 1832, and educated at King Wil- 
liam’s College, Isle of Man, and at 
Merton College, Oxford, where he 
graduated as a double-first classman 
m 1854. He was elected to a fellow- 
ship at Lincoln College in 1855, and 
appointed to a tutorship in the same 
year He was Junior Proctor of 
the Umversity in 1862-3, Select 
Preacher in 1872-4, and has fre- 
quently acted as Public Examiner 
in the School of Literse Humaniores 
Mr. Fowler is now a member of the 
Hebdomadal Council, to which he 
was first elected in 1869, Pro- 
fessor of Logic, to which he was 
elected in 1878, and President of 
Corpus Christi College, to which he 
was elected Dec. 23, 1881. He has 
received the honorary degree of 
LL D. from the University of 
Edinburgh. He is author of the 
Elements of Deductive Logic,’^ 
1867 (7th ed. 1880) 5 the "Ele- 
ments of Inductive Logic,” 1870 
(3rd ed. 1876) 5 both of which works 
were publish^ by the Clarendon , 
Press, which has also published an > 


elaborate edition of Bacon s N ovum 
Organum,” by Mr. Fowler, with an 
Introduction and notes, 1878, as well 
as an edition by him of Locke’s ‘^Con- 
duct of the Understanding,” 1881 
(2nded 1882). In addition to these 
works, Mr. Fowler is the author of 
"Locke” in the series of "English 
Men of Letters,” and of " Bacon,” 
and Shaftesbury and Hutcheson,” 
in the series of " Enghsh Philoso- 
phers ” 

FRANCILLON, Robert Edward, 
eldest son of James Francillon, 
County Court Judge, was born at 
Gloucester m 1841, and educated 
at the Cheltenham College and at 
Trinity HaU, Cambridge He was a 
scholar of that Hall, and graduated 
in the first class of the Law Tripos 
of 1862 5 was called to the bar at 
Gray’s Inn in 1864, joined the 
Oxford circuit, and was, dm’ing 

1867, editor of the Law Magamie. 
His fih'st work of fiction was " Grace 
Owen’s Engagement,” which ap- 
peared m BlachwoocVs Magazine in 

1868. As a novelist, he is the 
author of "Earl’s Dene,” 1870 5 
" Pearl and Emerald,” 1872 , " Zel- 
da’s Fortune,” 1873; "Olympia,” 
1874; "A Dog and Has Shadow,” 
1876 ; and "Strange Waters,” 1878. 
He was editor and principal writer 
of " Like a Snowball,” and “ Streaked 
with Gold,” published at Christmas, 
1874 and 1875 respectively; and 
sole author of " Rare Good Luck ” 
and "In the Dark,” Christmas, 
1876, 1877. During the same period 
he has also contributed several 
novelettes and shorter tales to 
Blackwood, the Gentleman's Maga- 
zine, All the Year Bound, and other 
magazines, and many articles, chiefly 
critical and social, to these and 
various jornuials. He was for some 
time on the staff of the Glole news- 
paper, and in 1872 he re-published, 
under the title of National Cha- 
racteristics : and Flora and Fauna 
of London,” a series of sketches 
which had originally appeared in 
that journal. He has also written 
many well-known songs for music, 
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and is author of the Hhretti of 
Mr. F. H. Cowen^s cantatas, " The 
Eose-Maiden and The Corsair,” 
and of some uncollected poems, 
most of which have appeared 
anonymously. 

FEANCIS II, ex-Fino op 
Naples, was horn Jan. 31, 1836, and 
succeeded his father, Ferdinand II., 
"better known by his sobriquet of 
‘‘ Bomba/^ in 1858. His first act 
was to li'berate Poerio, Settembrini, 
and other Neapolitans, who had 
been incarcerated for ten years on 
aecoimt of their political opmions. 
Hopes at first entertained, that the 
young king would endeavour to 
correct the abuses of his father’s 
government, were not fulfilled. In 
1860 an insurrection broke out m 
Sicily, and Palermo and Messina 
were bombarded. An expedition, 
headed by Garibaldi, landed in 
Sicily, and defeated the Neapolitan 
army in every encounter; Naples 
was soon after occupied, and the 
king, with his queen and family, 
were compelled to take refuge m 
the fortress of Gaeta, which, after 
an obstinate siege of six months, 
capitulated to the Sai’dmian troops, 
Feb. 14, 1861. Francis II. retired 
to Eome, where he was engaged for 
some time in organizmg fruitless 
expeditions against the government 
of the new Inngdom of Italy. He 
married, in 1858, Caroline, daughter 
of Maximilian-Joseph of Bavaria, 
and sister to the empress of Austria. 
The courage displayed by her at the 
siege of Gaeta was the theme of 
general admiration in Europe. 

FEANCIS-JOSEPH I. (Feancis- 
Joseph-Chaeles), Emperor of Aus- 
tria, King of Hungary and Bohemia, 
dc., was born Aug. 18, 1830, and 
ascended the throne of Austria 
Bee 2, 1849, on the abdication of 
his uncle, Ferdinand I. He is the 
eldest son of the late Archduke 
Francis-Charles (who stood next to 
the late emperor in the legal order 
of succession, and who died March 
8, 1878) and of the I rmcess Sophia. 
On mounting the t Irene he found 


the empme shaken by internal dis- 
sensions ; and his first step -^s to 
promise a free and constitutional 
government to the country The 
course of events compelled hirp to 
close the National Assembly, and to 
assume absolute power. At the same 
time he abrogated the Constitution 
of Hungary, the people being in 
rebellion against him, and were 
only brought to subjection by the 
armed intervention of Eussia, while 
he owed his hold on Italy to the 
skill of his veteran general Eadet- 
sky Havmg at length obtained 
internal peace and freedom for 
governmental and legislative action, 
he promulgated the edict of Scion- 
brunn. Sept. 26, 1851, in which he 
declared the Government respon- 
sible to no other pohtical authority 
but the throne Assisted by Prince 
Schwarzenberg, and after his death 
by Count Buol and Baron Bach, 
he centrahsed the government of 
his heterogeneous nationahties at 
Vienna, and, aided by Herr von 
Bruck, inaugurated a series of fiscal 
and commercial reforms favourable 
to the interests of the middle 
classes. In 1853-4, the Emperor 
endeavoured, though in vam, to 
induce the Czar Nicholas to aban- 
don his ambitious designs against 
Turkey, and further excited that 
autocrat’s displeasure by refusing 
to assist Eussia against the Western 
Powers, whose rulers also felt ag- 
grieved because he resolved to 
remain neutral, and not to throw 
the weight of Ms name into their 
scale. The pohey of Austria on this 
occasion will, however, be more 
fairly estimated by posterity. Her 
unwillingness to make common 
cause with the Western Powers has 
been severely punished, for had she 
joined the alliance against Eussia 
in 1854, in all probability Louis 
Napoleon would not have crossed 
the Alps and dictated the peace of 
YilLafranca. It is, therefore, more 
than probable that her reluctance to 
act against Eussia in that war was the 
cause of her losing Lombardy three 
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Years later. The Emperor Francis- 
Joseph is tall and handsome. At 
Solferino he gave proof of bravery 
amoimtmg almost to rashness. In 
April, 1854, he married the Princess 
Ehzabeth Amalie Eugenie, daughter 
of the Dnke Maximihan-J oseph, and 
cousin, on her mother's side, to the 
]nTig - of Bavaria. In 1857 the Em- 
peror and Empress paid a visit to 
their Italian and Hungarian do- 
minions, and granted an amnesty to 
pohtical offenders. The Reichsrath 
was enlarged by imperial patent 
March 5, 1860, and the Emperor 
sanctioned the piinciple of the 
responsibihty of ministers May 1, 
1862 The plenipotentiaries of 
Austria, Prussia, and Denmark, 
assembled at Vienna to consider 
the terms of a peace July 26, 
1864, which was concluded Oct 30. 
Early in 1865 the Emperor hberated 
Joseph Langiewicz, the Polish in- 
surgent The Ministerial Council 
was reconstituted July 27. The 
, Convention of G-astein, signed Aug 
* 14, 1865, which transferred the go- 
vernment of Schleswig to Prussia, 
and that of Holstein to Austria, 
was a few days afterwards confirmed 
by the Emperor and the King of 
Prussia at Salzburg. The Emperor 
issued an important manifesto to 
his people Sept. 20, m which he 
expressed very conciliatory inten- 
tions towards the people of Hungary 
and Croatia. The Emperor again 
visited Hungary, in order to open 
the Diet, in Dec., 1863. The rati- 
fications of a treaty of commerce 
between Austria and England were 
exchanged in Jan., 1866. The Em- 
peror and Empress visited Pesth- 
Ofen Jah. 29, where they remained 
until March 5. The armaments 
against Prussia commenced, and 
councils of war were established in 
the circles of Prague, Pisek, Tabor, 
and Pilsen, in March, 1866. An im- 
perial order was issued May 6, placing 
the whole army on a war footing, 
and concentratuig the Army of the 
North on the frontiers of Bohemia 
and Silesia. The Emperor published 


a manifesto relative to the impend- 
ing contest, June 17, the Prussian 
minister having received his pass- 
ports June 12. The Emperor showed 
much devotion in the struggle which 
ensued, and the fortunes of war 
having been adverse, at once made 
peace and applied his energies to 
the difiicult task of reconstructmg 
the empire. In this work he was 
powerfully aided by Count Beust, 
the late Prime Mimster of Saxony, 
whom he summoned to his councils 
in Oct., 1866, and who remained in 
office as his prmcipal Minister until 
Nov , 1870, when he resigned, and 
was succeeded by Count Andrassy 
One of the principal results of the 
policy pursued by Count Beust was 
the coronation of the Emperor at 
Pesth, as King of Hungary, June 8, 
1867. The Emperor was present 
at the opening of the Isthmus of 
Suez Canal in Nov., 1869. In 1871 
he had a memorable interview at 
G-astein with the Emperor of Ger- 
many j and there wa^ a meeting of 
the Emperors of Germany, Russia, 
and Austria at Berlin in the autumn 
of 1872 The Emperor of Austria 
visited the Emperor of Russia at 
St. Petersburg in Feb , 1874. In 
1878 the Congress of ^Berlin sanc- 
tioned the occupation liy Austria of 
the provinces of Bosnia and Herze- 
govina. 

FRANCIS, Francis, was bom in 
1822, at Seaton, in Devonshire. His 
father's name was Morgan , he took 
the name of Francis -under the will 
of the late Mr. Francis Francis. 
He was educated at St. Paul's 
Grammar School, Southsea, and 
adopted the profession of a civil 
engineer, but did not follow it. In 
1869 he was appointed a Commis- 
sioner of Fisheries in Ireland, and 
mspected all the fisheries of France, 
England, Ireland, and the Channel 
Islands. He is a director of the 
Hummum, or Turkish Bath, and 
was for many years* Naturalist 
Director to the Brighton Aquarium, 
during which period he had the 
honour of conducting the whole of 
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the Eoyal Princes over the "building 
at various times Mr. Francis has 
for nearly a quarter of a century 
been the editor of the fishery 
department of the Field. He has 
written many works on fishing and 
the fisheries, notably A Book on 
Angling," Anglmg," " Fish 
Culture," "The Angler^s Eegister," 
" Eeports on Sabnon Ladders," 
" By Lake and Eiver," and " Sport- 
ing Sketches," besides many works 
of fiction. He has always been an 
energetic agitator of fishery reforms 
and improvements, and with con- 
siderable success. He is the chair- 
man of the Thames Eights Defence 
Association, which was called into 
action to defend the fishery rights 
of the public agamst the encroach- 
ments of riparian owners. He is a 
frequent contributor to current 
literature, and has received medals 
from France and Australia for his 
services to the fisheries 
FEANKTiAND, Edwabd, D.C L , 
Ph D., F.E.S., bom at Churchtown, 
near Lancaster, Jan 18, 1825, re- 
ceived his education at the Grammar 
School, Lancaster, the Museum of 
Practical Geology, Loudon, and the 
Universities of Marburg and Gies- 
sen. He was appointed Professor 
of Chemistry in Owens College, 
Manchester, m 1851 , m St. Bar- 
tholomew's Hospital in 1857 ; m the 
Eoyal Institution of Great Britain 
in 1863 ; in the Eoyal College of 
Chemistry (Eoyal School of Mines), 
in 1865 ; and in the Normal School 
of Science, South Kensington 
Museum, in 1881. He was nomi- 
nated one of Her Majesty's Com- 
missioners for inquiring mto the 
poEutiou of rivers in 1868, elected 
President of the Chemical Society 
in 1871, and President of the Insti- 
tute of Chemistry in 1877. Dr. 
Frankland was elected in 1853 a 
Fellow of the Eoyal Society, in 
1866 a corresponding Member of the 
French Academy of Sciences j in 
1869 a Foreign Member of the Eoyal 
Academy of Sciences m Bavaria, 
and subsequently of the Academies 


of Sciences of Berlin, St. Peters- 
burg, and Bohemia. He is the 
author of " Eesearches on the Isola- 
tion of the Eadicals of Orgamc 
Compounds, and other Eesearches 
in Organic Chemistry," for which 
he received, in 1857, a gold medal 
from the Eoyal Society,- also of 
"Eesearches on the Manufacture 
and Purification of Coal-gas," on 
the " Influence of Atmospheric 
Pressure on the Light of Gas, 
Candle, and other Flames," on 
" Winter Sanitariums in the Alps 
and elsewhere," on " The Purifica- 
tion of Town Drainage and other 
Polluting Liquids," and on the 

Composition and Qualities of 
Water used for Drinking and other 
Purposes." He is also the joint 
author, with Mr J. Norman Lockyer, 
of " Eesearches connected with the 
Atmosphere of the Sun." In Feb., 
1882, he delivered a Friday evening 
discourse "On Climate in Town and 
Country," at the Eoyal Institution 
of Great Britain, in which he sug- 
gested means for artificially pro- 
ducmg a genial out-door climate 
m England. 

FEANKS, Atjoustus Wollas- 
ton, F.E.S , F.S.A., born in 1826, 
was educated at Eton and at 
Trmity College, Cambridge, where 
he graduated B A. in 1849, and pro- 
ceeded M.A. m 1852. He is the 
author of a work on " Ornamental 
Glazing Quarries," of a treatise on 
" Yitreous Art in the Art Treasures 
of the Manchester Exhibition," and 
editor of Kemble' s " Horae Ferales." 
He has contributed to the Trans- 
actions of various archaeological 
societies, was elected Director of 
the Society of Antiquaries in 1858, 
and is keeper of the department of 
British and Mediaeval Antiquities 
and Ethnography in the British 
Museum. 

FEANZOS, Kabl Emil, a Ger- 
man author, born Oct. 25, 1848, m 
the house of the ranger of the 
forest of Eussian-PodoHa, dose to 
the Austrian frontier, is the son of 
a Jewish district physician at Czor- 
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skew in G-alicia, by a German 
mother. He was brought np in the 
Polish-Jewish village of Czorskow, 
and received his early education in 
the school of the Dominican mo- 
nastery there. Then^ in accordance 
with the desire of his father^ who 
died in 1858, he proceeded to the 
German Gymnasium at Czernowicz^ 
where, from the year 1862, he was 
wholly dependent on his own exer- 
tions for a livelihood A proof of 
the ardour and success with which 
he devoted himself to the study of 
the classical languages is his trans- 
lation of the Eclogues of Yirgil 
into the Doric of Theocritus. Being 
a Jew, and therefore having no 
hope of obtaining an appointment, 
he was obliged to abandon the 
study of philology as a means of 
livelihood, and he now applied 
himself (1867-71), at Yienna and 
Graz, to the study of 3 urisprudence, 
and also, with equal zeal, to the 
study of history and philosophy. 
In 1868 he represented, as deputy, 
the students of Yienna at the Ber- 
lin " Kartellkongress j ” and he 
established, in 1869, the German 
fl,TiTnml " Buchenblatter,” a sort of 
almanac. In 1871 he was concerned 
in a trial in consequence of an 
appeal to the students of Graz, 
being indicted as a rebel. After 
this affair he passed with distinc- 
tion his examination as an advo- 
cate, and long practised at the bar 
with success, but ultimately he re- 
solved to adopt the career of a 
professional author. At the outset 
he took to journalism, jSrst at 
Yienna and afterwards (1872-3) at 
Pesth, imtiL he was enabled, in 
1874, to find his means of subsist- 
ence by writing books. Ih 1877 he 
married, and since then he has 
annually passed the winter at 
Yienna, and the summer and au- 
tumn in travels which have ex- 
tended to all parts of Europe — cul- 
tivated and semi-barbaric, ^.e., 
Russia, Turkey, and Hungary — and 
His chief power as a writer 
is found in ethnographical descrip- 


tion, especially in the form of 
romance. Among his works are 
" Semi-Asiatic Life • Pictures of 
Civilisation in Galicia, the Buk- 
owina, South-Russia, and Rouma- 
nia,^^ 2nd ed., 2 vols., 1878 , ‘‘ Prom 
the Don to the Danube . H ewPictures 
of Semi-Asiatic Life,^"* 2 vols., 1878 ; 

Young Love,” two stories, 1878 , 
^‘‘The Jews of Barnow,” tales, 3rd 
ed , "Moschko of Parma,” the 
story of a Jewish soldier, and ^‘The 
Witch,” a [novel, 1880. Eranzos 
is still a large contributor to the 
feuilletons of the Neue Frei Fresse. 
His latest work, Der Praesident ” 
(^^The President”), is a novel which 
was first published as sifeuilleton in 
the St. Petersbui'g Zeitung (1883), 
and since in book form. 

ERASER, Alexander Camp- 
bell, LL.D , P.R.S.E., professor of 
logic and metaphysics in the 
University of Edinburgh, was born 
m Sept., 1819, at Ardchattan, co. 
Argyll, of which parish his father 
was minister; his mother being a 
sister of Sir Duncan Campbell, of 
Barcaldine. He was educated at 
the University of Edinbui'gh, and 
m 1842 obtained the university 
prize for an essay on “ Toleration.” 
He early devoted himself to philo- 
sophy and literature. In 1850 he 
became editor of the NoHTi British 
Review^ which he conducted till 
1857. In the previous year he 
entered on the duties of his present 
chair, as successor to Sir William 
Hamilton. Since 1859 he has also 
held the ofl3.ee of Dean of the 
Eaculty of Arts, and taken an active 
part in matters of IT Diversity reform. 
In 1871 he was chosen one of the 
examiners in the Moral Science 
Tripos of the University of Cam- 
brige, and in the same year he 
received the honorary degree of 
Doctor of Laws from the University 
of Glasgow. Smee 1872 he has 
acted as Examiner in Moral 
Science and Logic at the India 
Civil Service Examinations. In 
1877 he was chosen to represent the 
Senatus Academicus in the Edin- 
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■burgh. TTniyersity Court j and in 
1883 he TOS created an honorary 
D.C L. of the University of Oxford. 
During the last thirty years Pro- 
fessor Campbell Fraser has contri- 
buted numerous articles, chiefly 
philosophical, educational, and bio- 
graphical, to the NoHh British 
Review, Macmillan^s Magazine, and 
other periodicals and encyclopaedias. 
In 1856 he published “Essays in 
Philosophy,^^ and in 1858 “Eational 
Philosophy.'^ In 1871 he produced 
a “ Collected Edition of the ‘Works 
of Bishop Berkeley, with Disserta- 
tions and Annotations," and in the 
same year a “Life of Bishop 
Berkeley, and many of his writings 
hitherto unpublished, with an ac- 
count of his Philosophy," both of 
them pubhshed by the Oxford 
Clarendon Press These were fol- 
lowed in 1874 by “ Selections from 
Berkeley, with a historical intro- 
duction," and in 1881 by a mono- 
graph on “Berkeley," in Black- 
wood's Philosophical Classics. He 
is now preparing a volume on “ John 
Locke," to accompany an annotated 
edition of the “Essay on Human 
Understanding," for the Clarendon 
Press. 

FRASER, The Eight Eev. Jaimes 
D.D., Bishop of Manchester, son of 
James Fraser, Esq , late of Heavi- 
tree, Exeter, was bom at Prest- 
bury, near Cheltenham, in 1818. He 
was educated at Bridgnorth school, 
at Shrewshmy school, under Dr. 
Butler, and at Lmcoln College, Ox- 
ford. He obtained the Ireland 
scholarship in that University in 
1839, and took his B.A. degree the 
same year, gaining a first class in 
classics. In 1840 he was elected a 
Fellow of Oriel College. He acted 
as Tutor there for five years, and 
• then, in 1847, accepted the college 
hving of Cholderton, in Wiltshire, 
which he exchanged for that of 
Upton Nervet, near Eeading, in 
1860. ^ During his connection with 
the diocese of Salisbury, he became 
chaplain to the late Bishop BEamil- 
ton. Chancellor of Salisbury Cathe- 


dral, one of its Prebendaries, and 
chaplain to the Sahsbury Diocesan 
Traming School. Mr. Fraser was 
select preacher in the University of 
Oxford in 1854-56, and again in 
1862-64. He took an active part m 
connection with education under 
the Duke of Newcastle's Commis- 
sion iu 1858-60, to which he pre- 
sented a valuable “ Report on Ele- 
mentary Education m England" 
He was also Assistant Commissioner 
in the Schools Inquiry Commission 
of 1865, to which he reported on the 
educational systems of the Umted 
States and Canada. This latter re- 
port, which fills a bulky volume, 
was reprinted at Sydney m 1868, 
by order of the Legislative Assem- 
bly of New South Wales. Mr. 
Fraser was nominated a member of 
the Commission appomted in 1867 
to mquire into the employment of 
women and children m agriculture. 
In Jan., 1870, he was selected by 
the Prime Minister, Mr. G-ladstone, 
to succeed the late Dr. Prmce Lee 
in the bishopric of Manchester 
He was accordingly consecrated 
March 25, 1870, havmg, on the 3rd 
of the previous month, 'been created 
D.D. at Oxford by diploma. Ebs 
lordship IS the author of “ Six Ser- 
mons preached before the University 
of Oxford," 1855 ; “ The Revised 
Code of the Committee of Council 
on Education, its Prmciples, Ten- 
dencies, and Details, considered in 
a Letter to the Lord Bishop of 
Salisbury j with an Appendix, 
reviewmg Sir J. K. Shuttleworth's 
Letter to Earl Oranville," 1861 , a 
Charge dehvered at his Primary 
Visitation in the Cathedral, Man- 
chester, Dec. 3 and 4, 1872 , 
“ Cathedrals and Utilitariamsm," a 
sermon preached at the re-opening 
of Chester Cathedral in 1872, a 
Speech dehvered at the great 
demonstration held in the Free 
Trade Hall at Manchester, April 
14, 1873; and of numerous smgle 
sermons preached on special occa- 
sions. He married, Jan. 15, 1880, 
Agnes Ellen Frances, 
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daughter of the late John Shute 
Buncan, BLi.B , of Bath. 

FEECHETTE;, Louis Honore^ a 
French Canadian litterateur and 
journalist, was born at Levis, 
opposite Quebec, on the 16th 
Nov., 1839 He received his educa- 
tion at the Quebec Seminary, at St. 
Anne^s College, and at the College 
of Nicolet. He studied law, and was 
called to the Bar of Lower Canada 
in 1864 He became a voluminous 
contributor to the newspaper press 
of the French Province, and edited 
successively Le Journal de Quebec 
and Le Journal de Levis. In 1862 
he published a collection of poems 
under the title of "Mes Loisirs,^^ 
and two dramas, entitled "Papi- 
neau,” and "L^Exile."’" For a time 
he represented his native town in 
the Local Legislature of Quebec, 
and from 1872 until 1878 sat for 
Levis in the Dominion Parliament. 
During this period he published 
two additional collections of poems, 
entitled respectively, “ Les Fleurs 
Boreales," and "Les Oiseaus de 
Neige.” For these worts he was 
crowned by the French Academy in 
Aug, 1880. In 1877 he added to 
his literary laurels by the issue of 
“ Pele-Mele,” a further compilation 
of French lyrics. 

FEEDEEICK CHAJtLES (Fre- 
derick Charles Nicholas), Im- 
perial Prince of G-ermany, eldest 
son of Prince Charles, the second 
brother of the emperor, was born 
March 20, 1828, and has from early 
youth devoted himself to the mili- 
tary profession, and holds a number 
of appointments in the German 
Army. He commanded in the war 
against Denmark in 1864. In 1866 
he was placed at the head of the 
First Army destined to operate 
against Austria, entering Bohemia 
through Saxony, and so conducted 
his forces through the latter country 
as to make its people friends of 
Prussia. The extreme rapidity and 
energy of movement which he dis- 
played in Bohemia disconcerted the 
Austrian general Benedek, who had 


calculated upon being allowed to 
assume the offensive In a senes 
of actions he drove the Austrians 
to Sadowa, and won the great battle 
of Hbniggratz, aided by the Crown 
Prince, who, bringing up the Second 
Army, effected his junction with 
Prince Frederick Charles at the 
crisis of the day. Prince Fredenck 
Charles had for years previously 
laboured strenuously, and with 
great success, to make the Prussian 
military system more elastic, giving 
greater freedom to the ofBlcers and 
relying more upon moral means 
than upon the rule and method in 
dealing with the men. The unex- 
pected suppleness and dash dis- 
played by the Prussians m 1866 
were, in a great measure, the con- 
sequence of these reforms. The 
reputation he achieved m the war 
with Austria was increased by his 
successes m the conflict with France. 
At the close of July, 1870, he was 
on the Ehme frontier in command 
of the Second German Army, com- 
prising the 2nd, 4th, 7th, 9th, 10th, 
and 12th North German corps, esti- 
mated at 260,000 men and 600 
pieces of artillery. On Aug. 6 he . 
defeated General Froissart at Spei- 
chern, and ten days later made a 
vigorous attack on the right of the 
French position held by Marshal" 
Bazaine between Doncourt and 
Yionville, driving the French troops 
back to Metz. He closely invested 
that fortress, which, after endurmg 
a siege of seventy days, capitulated 
on Oct 27, when Marshal Bazaine 
surrendered with 150,000 prisoners 
(including the Imperial Guard, 
three marshals, 50 generals, and 
6,000 ofdcers) and 20,000 sick and 
wounded. Shortly afterwards Prince 
Frederick Charles defeated General 
Aurelle de Paladines and the Army 
of the Loire (Nov. 28), recaptured 
Orleans (Dec. 4), iid after a 
struggle protracted over six days 
he ■took Le Mans and compelled 
General Chanzy to •withdraw his 
troops in a northward direction 
(Jan. 13, 1871). He was created a 
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Eield-MarsLal Oct. 28^ 1870. The 
Prince married^ Not. 29^ 1854, 
Marie Anne, daughter of Leopold 
Erederick, reigning Duke of Anhalt, 
and has four children. 

EEEDEEICK WILLIAM (Fre- 
derick William Nicholas Char- 
les), Imperial Prmce of Grermany, 
and Crown Prince of Prussia, is the 
eldest son of WiUiam, King of 
Prussia, and now Emperor of Ger- 
many. He was born at the new 
palace m Potsdam Oct 18, 1831, 
entered the mihtary service at an 
early age, rose to the rank of gene- 
ral, and held numerous important 
appointments. In 1866, when the 
war broke out between Prussia 
and Austria, the chief of his staff 
was Ma]or-Oeneral von Blumen- 
thal, and he had under his orders 
three army-corps, besides the Guard 
Corps under Prince Augustus of 
Wuxtemberg The Crown Prmce 
led his army, composed of 125,000 
men, from Silesia through the 
passes of the Sudetic Hills, an 
operation exposed to great difficul- 
ties and to considerable danger. 
By a series of brilhant operations 
the army pushed its way through 
the mountams, fightmg severe ac- 
tions at Trautenau, Nachod, Skahtz, 
and Schwemschadel. Before he 
had practically effected his junction 
with Prmce Frederick Charles, 
General Benedek had made prepa- 
rations to attack the latter with 
superior force, and the battle of 
Sadowa or Koniggratz was the 
result (July 3, 1866). The Crown 
Prince appeared on the field unex- 
pected by the Austrians in the 
middle of the battle, struck the 
heart of the Austrian position, and 
decided the fortunes of the day 
His march from Miletin to KCnig- 
gratz, and his series of victories on 
entering Bohemia, established his 
reputation as an energetic com- 
mander. In the war between Ger- 
many and France the Crown Prince 
of Prussia acted a most conspicuous 
part. The close of July, 1870, found 
him on the Ehine frontier, in com- 


mand of the Third German Army 
comprising the 5th, 6th, and lltk 
North German corps, the 1st and 
2nd Bavarian corps, and the divi- 
sions furnished by Baden, Wurtem- 
berg, and Hesse, in all about 
200,000 men and 500 guns On tbe 
4th of August he vigorously at- 
tacked the position held at Weissen- 
burg by that portion of Marshal 
MacMahon^s corps which was com- 
manded by General Abel Douay. 
The French were repulsed and dis- 
persed after a severe struggle. 
Followdug up this important vic- 
tory, the Crown Prince attacked on 
the 6th the united army-corps of 
Generals MacMahon, FaiUy, and 
Canrobert, drawn up in position at 
Woerth. MacMahon had under 
him 50,000 men m all, and occupied 
a strong defensive position on the 
slopes of the Vosges. The Crown 
Prince arrived from Weissenburg 
on the evening of the 5th with an 
army of 130,000 men, and began 
the attack at seven the next morn- 
ing. The French line was turned 
at two points, and their left and 
centre broken, notwithstanding a 
desperate charge of cavalry, w^ch 
was ordered by MacMahon as a 
last resort. At the memorable 
engagement near Sedan (Sept 1) 
his troops and those of Prince 
Frederick Charles were engaged 
against the greater part of Mac- 
Mahonh forces ; and the Germans 
si’cceeded m crossing the river 
Meuse, this extremely difficult ope- 
ration bemg effected by the Crown 
Prmce with his Prussians and 
Wurtembergers, supported by the 
Bavarians under General von der 
Tann. He next made his way 
towards Paris, entered Versailles 
Sept. 20, commenced to throw addi- 
tional troops round the capital, and 
remained in the vicinity of the 
invested city until after the conclu- 
sion of peace. On Oct. 28 he was 
created a Field-Marshal of Prussia, 
and on Nov. 8 a Eussian Field- 
Marshal. After the termination of 
the war the Imperial Prince, as he 
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lias been styled since lus father's 
beino* procl^bned Emperor of G-er- 
many, paid a visit to this coimtry 
(July, 1871), accompanied by the 
princess, and, after spending a few 
days in London^ their Imperial 
Highnesses became the guests of 
the Queen at Osborne. The Prince 
married, Jan 25, 1858, Tictoria 
Adelaide, Prmcess Eoyal of Great 
Britain, by whom he has seven 
children, — Frederick William Vic- 
tor Albert, born Jan. 27, 1859; 
Victoria Elizabeth Augusta Char- 
lotte, bom July 24, 1860, Albert 
William Henry, bom Aug. 20, 
1862 , Frederica Amelia Wilhel- 
T>-iiTia Victoria, bom April 12, 1866 , 
Joachim Frederick Ernest Walde- 
mar, bom Feb. 10, 1868 , Sophia 
Dorothy Ulrica Alice, born June 14, 
1870; and Margaret Beatrix Feo- 
dore, born April 22, 1872. 

FEEDEEICK WILLIAM 
LOUIS, Grand Duke of Baden, 
bom Sept. 9, 1826, succeeded his 
father, the Grand Duke Leopold, as 
Eegent, April 24, 1852, to the ex- 
clusion of his elder brother Louis, 
who was mentally incapable of 
governing. Since 1853 he has been 
continuaUy engaged in struggles 
with the ecclesiastical power, and 
at the end of 1855 banished the 
Jesuits from the duchy. In Sept , 
1856, he had a narrow escape from 
assassination. He assumed the title 
of Grand Duke Sept 5, 1856, and 
married a daughter of William I. 
of Prussia, Sept. 20. An ardent 
advocate of German unity, he be- 
came an ally of Prussia in the 
Franco-German war (1870-71), and 
the Badenese soldiers contributed 
in no small degree to the triumph 
of the German arms. 

FEEEMAH, Edwaed Atjoustus, 
D.C.L., LL.D,, son of the late John 
Freeman, Esq., of Somerleaze, 
Wells, Somerset, and of Pedmore 
Hhll, Worcestershire, was bom at 
BArbome, Staffordshire, in 1823. 
He was elected Scholar of Trinity 
College, Oxford, in 1841, Fellow 
in 1845, Honorary Fellow, 1880, 


filled the office of Examiner in the 
School of Law and Modern History 
in 1857-8 and in 1863-4, and in the 
School of. Modem History in 1873. 
He was created honorary D.C L. by 
the University of Oxford at the 
installation of the Marquis of 
Salisbury in 1870, and honorary 
LLD. by the University of Cam- 
bridge in 1874; honorary member 
of the Imperial University of St. 
Petersburg, 1877. He is also a 
Knight Commander of the Order 
of the Eedeemer of Greece (1875), 
of the Order of Danilo of Monte- 
negro, and of the Order of Takova 
of Servia; Corresponding Member 
of the Imperial Academy of 
Sciences of St Petersburg, of the 
Eoyal Academy of Lmcei of Eome, 
of the Eoyal Society of Sciences of 
Gottingen, and of the Historical 
Society of Massachusetts He was 
an unsuccessful candidate for Mid- 
Somerset in 1868 On May 24, 
1872, he delivered the Eede lectm’e 
at Cambridge, the subject being 

The Unity of History." He has 
written much on historical, poli- 
tical, and architectural subjects, 
and is the author of A History of 
Architecture," 1849 ; an " Essay on 
Window Tracery," 1850 ; " The 
Architecture of Llandaff Cathe- 
dral," 1851 ; "The History and 
Conquests of the Saracens,” 1856 ; 
"The History and Antiquities of 
St. David's," — ^the latter conjointly 
with Dr. Basil Jones, the present 
Bishop of St David’s, "History 
of Federal Government," of which 
the first volume appeared in 1863 ; 
" History of the Horman Conquest,” 
of which the five volumes appeared 
in 1867-76 ; "Old English ffistory,” 
1869; " History of the Cathedral 
Church of Wells," 1870 ; " Growth 
of the English Constitution," 1872 ; 

General Sketch of European His- 
tory," 1872 ; " Hrstorical Essays,” 3 
series, 1872-9 ; " Comparative Poli- 
tics," 1873 ; " Disestablishment and 
Disendowment, what are they?" 
1874; "Historical and Architec- 
tural Sketches, chiefly Italian,” 
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1876 j and " Tlie Ottoman Power in 
Europe^ its Nature^ its Growtlij and 
its Decline/" 1877 j followed by 
" Sketches from the Subject and 
Neighbouring Lands of Venice/" 
1881; "The Historical Geography 
of Europe/" 2 vols., 1881 ; " The 
Eeign of William Eufus, and the 
Accession of Henry I./" 2 vols.^ 
Oxford^ 1882, "Some Impressions 
of the United States/" 1883; and 
‘■‘^English Towns and Districts,"" 
1883. The lectures which Mr. Free- 
man delivered to American audi- 
ences on "The English People in 
its Three Homes/" and on "The 
Practical Bearings of General 
European History/" will shortly be 
published. 

FEEMANTLE, The Hoh. and 
Eev. William Henry, M.A., is the 
second son of Lord Cottesloe, and 
was born in 1831 . He was educated 
at Eton and at Balliol College, 
Oxford; obtained a first-class in 
classics in 1833, gamed the prize 
for the English Essay in the fol- 
lowing year, and was Fellow of All 
Souls" from 1855 to 1863. He was 
Curate of Middle Claydon, Bucks, 
from 1855 to 1857, and Vicar of 
Lewknor, Oxfordshire, from the 
latter date till 1866, when he was 
appointed by Earl Eussell to the 
rectory of St. Mary"s, Bryanstone 
Square, Marylebone. From 1878 
to 1880 he was Select Preacher at 
Oxford. In 1882 he was chosen 
Bampton Lecturer at Oxford, and 
later m the same year he was ap- 
pointed by Dr. Taat, Archbishop of 
Canterbury — whose Examining 
Chaplain he had been since 1862 — 
to the canonry residentiary in Can- 
terbury Cathedral that had become 
vacant by the death of the Eev. 
James Craigie Eobertson, M A. 
Mr. Fremantle has written or 
edited " A Clergyman"s True Posi- 
tion "" ; " Ecclesiastical Judgments 
of the Privy Council/" 1865 ; articles 
in the Contem;porary Eeview, 1866-78 ; 
and " The Doctrine of Eeconcilia- 
tion to God through Jesus Christ."" 

FEEMONT, John Charles, born 


at Savannah, Georgia, Jan 21, 1813 
A.B (Charleston College), l83o! 
In 1833 he received the appomt 
ment of teacher of mathematics on 
board the sloop-of-war Natches, 
and two years afterwards was made 
Professor of Mathematics in the 
United States" nav;|^. In 1839 he 
was commissioned lieutenant in 
the corps of topographical en- 
gineers; and m 1842 oonducteda 
geographical survey of the then 
almost unknown region between 
the Missouri river and the Pacific 
Ocean. In May, 1843, he set out 
upon a still longer expedition from 
the Eocky Mountains to the Pacific. 
On his return in 1844 he was bre- 
vetted as captain, and m the spnng 
of 1845 was sent to explore the 
great western basin, and the mari- 
time region along the Pacific, an 
expedition which resulted in the 
acquisition of Cahfomia to the 
Umted States. During his absence 
war was declared between the 
United States and Mexico, and 
General Kearney was sent to take 
possession of California. Fremont 
refused to obey some orders given 
by Kearney, who was his mihtary 
superior, and was put under arrest, 
and ordered to report at Washing- 
ton. He was tried by court-martiS, 
found guilty, and ordered to be 
dismissed from the service Presi- 
dent Polk remitted the sentence; 
but Fremont resigned his commis- 
sion. In October, 1848, he fitted 
out at his own expense a large 
expedition, with the object of find- 
ing a practicable route over the 
mountains to California. After 
innumerable hardships he reached 
Sacramento in the spring of 1849 
Here he bought a large estate, con- 
taining rich gold mines. He was 
one of the first U.S. Senators 
from California, serving 1849-51, 
In 1855 he took up his residence in 
New York, and in the ensumg year 
was the first candidate of the Ee- 
publican party for President of the 
United States. The Democrats 
nominated Mr. Buchanan, and the 
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American party nominated Mr. 
Fillmore. Fremont received 114 
electoral votes^ Fillmore 8^^ ^d 
Buchanan, receiving the remaining 
174 votes, was elected. Soon after 
the civil war broke out Fremont 
was made a major-general, and 
placed m command of the western 
department, his head-quarters being 
at St. Louis. He issued a procla- 
mation freeing the slaves in his 
district, a measure which the Presi- 
dent thought unwise at the tune, 
and Fremont was recalled, and 
placed m command in Western Vir- 
ginia, where he was outgeneralled 
by Confederate General Jackson 
Soon afterwards General Pope was 
placed in command of all the 
Federal forces in Northern Virginia, 
and Fremont, who outranked him, 
resigned his commission, and took 
no further active part in the war. 
In 1864 ^e Clevel^d Convention 
nominated him for the Presidency, 
but he soon withdrew his name. 
He subsequently devoted himself 
mainly to the promotion of a 
Southern railroad across the conti- 
nent, spending much time in Europe 
for this purpose. In connection 
with this enterprise he was charged 
wiih fraudulent transactions in 
France; was tried while absent, 
foxmd guilty, and sentenced to fine 
and imprisonment j but he not being 
in France, the penalty could not be 
enforced. From 1878 to 1881 he 
was Governor of the territory of 
Arizona. He is now practising law 
in New York. 

FEENCH, The Eight Eev. 
Thomas Vaept, H.I)., Bishop of 
Lahore, born about 1825, was edu- 
cated at University College, Oxford, 
where he graduate B.A. as a first- 
class in classics (1846), and was 
elected to a Fellowship. He was 
Principal of the Church Missionary 
Divinity School at Lahore, in the 
Punjab, 1860-74 j Vicar of St. 
Paul's, Cheltenham, 1865-69 j Vicar 
of Erith, 1874-75; and Sector of 
St. Ebbe, Oxford, 1875-77. On the 
creation of the bishopric of Lahore 


he was appointed by the crown to 
be first occupant of that see, and 
he was consecrated thereto in 
Westminster Abbey, Dec. 21, 1877. 

FEENCH, ex-Empeess oe the. 
(See Eugenie.) 

FEEPPJE3L, The Eight Eev. 
Chaeees Emile, Bishop of Angers, 
was born at Obernai (Bas-Ehin), 
June 1, 1827, and' after being ad- 
mitted to holy orders was appomted 
Professor of Sacred Eloquence in 
the theological faculty at Paris, 
where he soon became noted as a 
teacher, writer, and preacher. He 
was for some years an honorary 
canon of Notre Dame; preached 
the Lent "conferences” in the 
chapel of the Tuileries in 1862; 
was appointed Dean ot the church 
of St. Genevieve in 1867 , and was 
summoned to Eome in Aug 1869 to 
assist m making the prelinnnary 
arrangements for the Vatican Coun- 
cil. By an imperial decree dated 
Dec 27 in that year he was ap- 
pointed Bishop of Angers, and he 
was preconised in the consistory of 
March 21 following, and consecrated 
at Eome, March 18, 1870. He was 
returned as Deputy for Brest, in 
the Legitimist interest, at the 
general election of Aug. 1881. 
Monseigneur Freppel, who is deco- 
rated with the Legion of Honour, 
has published — " Les Peres Aposto- 
liques et leur £poque,” 1859 ; Les 
Apologistes Chretiens au deuxieme 
Siecle,” two series, 1860 , " Samt 
Irenee et I'Eloquence Chr^tienne

1863, an admirable work, which has 
passed through numerous editions ; 
"Conferences sur la Divinite de 
Jesus Christ,” 1863; "L'Oraison 
Funebre du Cardinal Morlot, Arche- 
v4que de Paris,” 1863 ; " Tertul- 
lien,'' 2 vols., 1864 ; " Saint C^rien 
et I'Eglise d'Afrique au troisifeme 
Silcle,” 1865 ; " Clement d'Alexan- 
drie,” 1865 ; "Bxamen Critique des 
'Ap6tres' de M. Eenan,” 1866;

He lias contributed extensively to 
the Monde newspaper. 

FEBEE, The Eight Hon. Sib 
Henry Babtlb Edward, Bart , 
G-.CB., ac.si, D.C.L., LL.B., 
F.E.S., Chancellor of the Univer- 
sity of the Cape of Good Hope, 
fifth son of the late Edward Frere, 
Esq., J.P. for Brecon and Mon- 
mouth, gi*andson of John Frere, 
Esq , M.P., F E.S., of Eoydon, co. 
Norfolk, and Finingham, co. 
Suffolk, and nephew of the late 
Eight Hon John Hookham Frere, 
M.P., was bom at Clydale, co. 
Brecon, March 29, 1815, and hav- 
ing received his early education as 
a day scholar at King Edward the 
Sixth's Foundation-School at Bath, 
he was sent to Haileybury College, 
where he obtained gold medals m 
law and mathematics, and prizes in 
political economy and classics, and 
for two essays. In 1834 he entered 
the India Civil Service, being the 
first cadet of the Company's ser- 
vice to make his way there by the 
overland route, and after holding 
some revenue appointments, be- 
came in 1842 secretary to Sir 
George Arthur, then Governor of 
Bombay. He was appointed, in 
1847, British Eesident at Sattara, 
where he succeeded Sir James 
Outram,and Chief Commissioner m 
Sind in 1850. For his eminent 
services during the Indian mutiny 
he was created a E.C.B. (civil di- 
vision) in 1859, and twice received 
the thanks of Parliament. He was 
created a member of the Governor- 
General's Council in 1859, of which 
he acted as President in 1860. He 
acted as Financial Minister, m ad- 
dition to his own work, from the 
death of the Eight Hon. James 
Wilson till the appointment of Mr. 
Laing, and again for six months 
subsequently during the illness of 
Mr. Laing. In March, 1862, he 
was appointed Governor of Bom- 


bay, from whence he returned to 
England early in 1867, when he 
was created a Knight Grand Cross 
of the Order of the Star of India, 
and was nominated a member of 
Her Majesty's Indian Council at 
home, which post he held for ten 
years. In 1867 he received from 
the University of Oxford the 
honorary degree of B.C L. Sir 
Barbie Frere also became vice- 
president of the Eoyal Geographi- 
cal Society. In Oct , 1872, he was 
appointed by the British Govern- 
ment a special commissioner to 
proceed to East Africa to mquire 
into the slave trade. Sir Barbie 
Frere, with his suite, arrived at 
Zanzibar in the Enchantress, March 
12, 1873, and in May the signing of 
a treaty by the Sultan of Zanzibar 
abolished that traffic. On his re- 
turn to England he was sworn a 
member of the Privy Council ; 
created an honorary LL L. of the 
University of Cambridge ; and on 
July 16, 1874, he was presented 
with the freedom of the City of 
London, in recognition of his suc- 
sessful exertions for the suppression 
of the slave trade in East Africa. 
Subsequently he accompanied 
H E H. the Prince of Wales to 
India, and m Jan. 1877, he was ap- 
pointed Governor and Commander- 
in-Chief of Her Majesty's posses- 
sions at the Cape of Good Hope, 
and Her Majesty's High Commis- 
sioner for the Settlement of Native 
Affairs in South Africa. Here, 
after personally risking his life to 
if possible avert war, he conducted 
to a successful conclusion, in spite 
of the most arduous difficulties, the 
Kaffir war of 1877-8, in which the 
troops were commanded by General 
(afterwards Sir Arthur) Cunyng- 
hame, and General the Hon. F. 
Thesiger (afterwards Lord Chelms- 
ford), and repelled the invasion of 
Natal by Cetewayo by the Zulu war 
of 1878-9, which terminated in the 
victory of Ulundi. He subse- 
quently a second time risked his 
Me to avert war with the Dutch 
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Boers in the Transvaal, in which 
effort he was entirely successful. 
He was recalled to England three 
months after the advent to office of 
yt Grladstone. He was created a 
G-.C.B. in 1876. He has been re- 
elected President for the second time 
of the Eoyal Asiatic Society, and a 
Vice-President of the Eoyal G-eogra- 
phical Society, of which he was Pre- 
sident for the year 1872, and of the 
Society for the Propagation of the 
Gospel in Foreign Parts. He mar- 
ried, in 1811, Catherine Cl., second 
daughter of the late Major-Q-eneral 
the Eight Hon. Sir George Arthur, 
Bart., K.C.B., Governor of Van 
Diemen's Land, of Upper Canada, 
and subsequently of Bombay. Sir 
Bartle Frere has written a bio- 
graphical memoir of his uncle, the 
Right Hon. John Hookham Frere, 
prefixed to his '"Works,” 1872; 
also " Christianity suited to all 
Forms of Civilization” (a lecture 
delivered m connection with the 
Christian Evidence Society, 1872) , 
"Indian Missions,” reprinted from 
" The Church and the Age,” 1873 , 
the preface to " Pandurang Hari . 
or. Memoir of a Hmdoo,” new edit , 
1873 , the preface to " Old Deccan 
Days;” "On the impending Ben- 
gal Famine how it will be met, 
and how to Prevent future Famines 
in India,” a lecture delivered be- 
fore the Society of Arts, Deo 12, 
1873 (London, 8vo, 1874) ; " East- 
ern Africa as a Field for Mission- 
ary Labour,” in four letters to the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, 1874, 
and numerous other misceUaneous 
works. Sir Bartle Frere has a 
son, Bartle Compton Arthur, and 
he also has four daughters, 
Mary EHza Isabella, author of 
" Old Deccan Days,” &c., Catherine 
Frances, Georgina Hamilton Chi- 
chester, and Eliza Frederica 
Jane 

PEEEE-OEBAH,Htjbbbt Joseph 
Waxtheb, a Belgian statesman, 
bom at Li^ge, April 22, 1812, was 
called to the bar of his native city, 
and soon acquired a high reputa- 


tion among the Liberal party there, 
who returned him to the Belgian 
Chamber as their representative in 
1847. He was Finance Mmister in 
that year, and again from 1848 to 
1852, being in the interval between 
the two administrations Minister 
of Public Works. He again became 
Finance Minister in 1861, was soon 
afterwards appointed President of 
the Council, and once more received 
the portfolio of Finance when the 
new Government was formed in 
Jan. 1868 The principal event of 
his administration was the quarrel 
between Belgimn and France as to 
the law rekitmg to the Belgian 
railways and the transfer to a 
French company of the manage- 
ment of the Luxemburg lines The 
difference was amicably settled in 
1869. M. Frere-Orban resigned his 
portfolio in 1870, when the Catholic 
Ministry came into office When 
the Liberals again came into iiower 
in June, 1878, he was appointed 
head of the Cabinet with the port- 
fobo of Foreign Affairs. The Em- 
peror of Austria conferred on him, 
in May 1881, the Grand Cross of 
the Order of St. Stephen. 

FEEUND, Wilhelm, Ph.D., 
lexicographer, was born in 1806, at 
Keinpen, in Posen, and, having 
studied jihilosophy and philology 
in the universities of Breslau and 
Berlin, he established, in 1828, an 
Israelitish educational institute in 
Breslau, and became afterwards 
tutor in the Elizabeth gymnasium 
in Berlin. In 1818 he received a 
provisional appointment as tutor in 
the gymnasium in Hirschberg, but 
as a definite position was refused 
to him, in consequence of his being 
an Israelite, ho proceeded to Eng- 
land in 1851 Dr Freund has 
written a " Dictionary of the Latin 
Language,” Leipsic, 1834-1845, in 
4 vols., which has furnished the 
basis of Dr. William Smith's 
" Larger Latin Dictionary , ” " Ge- 
sammtworterbuch der lateinischen 
Sprache,” Breslau, 1844; "Latin- 
German and German-Lathx-Greek 
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School Dictionary/^ 2 vols., Berlin^ 
18 18-55 . Ho has also edited Cicero's 
‘'Pro Milone/' Breslau, 1838, and 
“ School Library of Greek and 
Boman Antiquities/' 2 vols , Berlin, 
1810 

PEEYCINET, Charles Lours 
r>E Bauloes be, French senator and 
en^’ineer, boim at Poix, Nov 11, 
182S. Ho received his professional 
traminf^’ in the Polytechnic Schooj, 
was fourth in the examinfition for 
the Corps des Mines in 1818, an <l 
was employed by tlio Government 
in the same year on several import- 
ant jiuhlic works. Appointed enp^i- 
nocr of the mines at Mont-tle- 
Marsan, he was, in the regular 
course of promotion, transferred to 
Chartres in 1851, and to Bordeaux 
in 1855. In the latter year tlio 
Company of the Bjulways of the 
South Eippointed M. de Freycin<‘t 
as their principal engineer. During 
the five years of his tenure of this 
important post ho gave to the 
"Conipagnie du Midi" a typical 
organisation which the other Pronch 
railway companies did not fail to 
imitate M. do Preycinct was next 
employed by the Government in 
various scientific or industrial mis- 
sions in Prance and in foreign 
countries. In 1801 he was nomi- 
nated ordinary onginoor of the* first 
class, and lie was likewise a morn her 
of the ConsGil General of the depart- 
ment of Tarn-et-Garonne, when the 
war of 1870 broke out. After the 
revolution of Sept. 4i he was ap- 
pointed Prefect of Tarn-et-Garonne. 
On the 10th of Oct, following M. 
Gambetta having taken possession, 
in the provinces, of the office of 
Minister of War, chose M. de Proy- 
cinet as his delegate, and entrusted 
him with the supreme control of 
that department. On the conclu- 
sion of peace M. de Preycinet re- 
tired for a time from public life. 
He was olocted a Senator by the 
department of the Seine, Jan. 30, 
1870, being placed first on the list 
of successful candidates ; his term 
of office expired in 1882. When

PEEYTAG, GustaVj a German 
novelist, di’ainatist, and journalist, 
born at Kreuzburg, in Prussian 
Silesia, July 13, 181G, received bis 
preliminary education at tbe College 
of Dels, and next studied in the 
universities of Breslau and Berlin, 
obtaining the decree of Doctor of 
Philosophy in 1838. In 1847 he 
■went to Dresden, and afterwards 
to Leipsic, where, in con 3 unction 
with Julian Schmidt, he established 
a ]ournal called The Messenger of 
the Frontier Grenzhoten^^), of 
which he became the principal 
editor. Previously to this he had 
made his first essay as an author 
by publishmg a volmne of poems 
entitled " In Breslau,^" 1845, which 
was followed by "The Espousals, 
or Kuntz von Eosen "" (" Die Braut- 
fahrt, Oder Kuntz von Eosen an 
historical comedy, 1 81.5 j two dramas, 
“ Valentine,"" 1847, and " Count 
■Waldemar,"" 1848; "The Journal- 
ists "" (" Die Journalisten ""), a 
comedy, 1864 ; " The Scholar "" 
(" Der Gelehrte ""), a tragedy, 
printed in Euge"s " Poetische Bil- 
der , "" and " Eine arme Schneider- 
seele,"" a comedy. His novel, en- 
titled, " Soil und Haben,"" the 6th 
edition of which was published in 
1856, at once obtained for him a 
prominent position among German 
winters of fiction. It was trans- 
lated into English by Mrs. Mal- 
colm, under the title of Debit 
and Credit,"" 8vo, Lond., 1857 , and 
another translation, by L. C. C., 
appeared the same year at Edin- 
burgh, in 2 vols. His more recent 
works are "Neue Bilder aus dem 
Leben des Deutschen Volkes,"" 8vo, 
Leipsic, 1862, translated by Mrs. 
Malcolm under the title of "Pic- 
tures of German Life,"" 4 vols. 8vo, 
Lond , 1862-3 ; and " Die Verlorene 
Handschrift,"" 8vo, Leipsic, 1864, 
translated by the same lady under 
the title of " The Lost Manuscript, 
a novel,"" 8vo, Lond., 1865. Most 
of Herr Freytag"s dramatic compo- 


sitions were printed in a collected 
form at Leipsic in 3 vols., 1848-50. 
In consequence of differences with 
the publisher of the GrenzhotcUt 
HeiT Frey tag retired in 1870 from 
the editorial cliam of that journa.l, 
which he had occupied for twenty- 
three years, and became the con- 
ductor of a new weekly journal 
published at Leipsic. 

FEIEDLANDBE, Dr. Miohakl, 
born on the 29th of April, 1833, at 
Introschm, a small town in Prussia, 
dis'fcrict of Posen, where he remained 
during his childhood and youth. 
He left the place, after the groat 
events of 1848, in 1851, to continue 
his studies in the capital of Prus- 
sia. He first studied under Boller- 
mann, until 1856, when ho finished 
his training, and was matriculated 
a student at the Berlin University. 
He there attended the lectures of 
Professors Trcudlonburg, Bollcse, 
Heugstenberg, Benary, &o., and 
also studied Hebrew theology under 
the Eabbis I. Oettinger and E. 
Eosenstein. Dr. Fricdhindor gra- 
duated at Halle in 1862, his disser- 
tation being " De Porsarum Eegi- 
bus veteribus."" He subsequently 
followed a summons to Berlin to 
become the Director of the Institute 
for the teaching of the l^ilmud of 
the Talmud Association of that 
city. His eminent talents became 
well known, and the reputation he 
justly enjoyed soon brought him to 
London, he being called, in 1865, 
to the post of Principal of the Jews" 
College, a post ho still holds, to the 
evident advantage of that institu- 
tion, and it may bo mentioned as a 
curious fact that the College, which 
used to be in Finsbury-squaro, was 
transferred within the last few 
years to Tavistock House, ^’avistock- 
square, the former roHid<mce of 
Charles Dickons. Under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Friedlandor the College 
has progressed consi<l(}rably, its 
scholars having obtained many 
prizes at the English universities. 
Dr. Friedliinder was married, in 
1867, to Miss Benzian, of Berlin, 
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by wliom be bas one daughter 
Dr. Driedlander, notwithstanding 
the arduous duties imposed upon 
hh-n by liis position, devotes all his 
spare moments to literary pursuits, 
and has published many interest- 
ing and valuable works. He is i 
member of the Committee of th< 
Society of Hebrew Literature 
Under its auspices he has pub 
lished: '"The Commentary of Ibn 
Esra on Jesaiah, edited from MSS 
and translated with Notes, Intro 
ductions, and G-lossary,” 3 vols 
London, Trubner (1873-77); "Th 
Book of Jesaiah, the Anghcan Yer 
sion, emended according to th 
Commentary of Ibn Esra,” "Th< 
Hebrew Test of Ibn Esra’s Com 
mentary on Jesaiah, edited accord 
ing to MSS., and accompanied by i 
Glossary, with Short Dissertation! 
on Subjects connected with th< 
Commentary” (1874) , "Essays on 
the Writings of Abraham Ibn 
Esra” (1877) ; "The Guide of th< 
Perplexed of Maiomdes, trans 
lated from the Original Text, an* 
Annotated” (1881); "The Jewish 
Eamily Bible, containmg the Pen 
tateuch, the Prophets, and th€ 
Hagiographa, Hebrew and Eng 
lish” (1882). It IS, as far as th 
English text goes, a revision of th« 
authorized version, the translation 
bemg altered in three places where 
it conflicts with the mterpretation 
given by Hebrew theologians. Be- 
sides this. Dr. Friedlander is the 
author of many lectures dehveredby 
him at the Jews' College. Before 
commg to London, Dr. Friedlander 
published in Berlin, in 1867, " Das 
Hohehed uebersetzt und erldaert ” 
(Salomon's Song, translated and 
explained), a splendid translation 
of that lovely song Dr Fried- 
lander's annual reports of the 
results of the Talmud Thora Insti- 
tute of Berlm are highly mterest- 
ing literary works, smce they are 
enriched by many scientific contri- 
butions from the author's pen. Dr. 
Friedlander is not only a marvel of 
learnmg, but he adds to it a special , 


charm by his wonderful mo- 
desty. 

FRITH, William Powell, 
born in 1810, at Studley, near Eipon . 
lost his father while young. In 1835 
he entered the Art Academy, con- 
ducted by Mr. Sass, where ho con- 
tinued for three years, studying 
drawing and composition; in 1830 
he exhibited, at the British Insti- 
tution, a portrait of one of the chil- 
dren of his preceptor. Tliis was 
followed in 1840 by " Othello ami 
Desdemona,” a picture which was 
favourably noticed at the time by 
the literary reviews and journals, 
and " Malvolio before the Countess 
Olivia,” exhibited at the Academy 
the same year ; and in 184d by his 
"Parting Interview between Lei- 
cester and Amy Robsart.'* In 1842 
he exhibited at the British Institu- 
tion a sketch from Sterne's " Senti- 
mental Journey,” and contributed 
to the Exhibition a scene from the 
"Yioarof Wakefield,” representing 
Olivia and the Squire trying to as- 
certain which was the taller. This 
picture, a general favourite, was 
purchased on the first day after the 
opemng of the Exhibition. In 18'43 
he sent two contributions to the 
British Institution, " Dolly Var- 
den,” from Dickens’s "Barnaby 
Rudge,” and the Duel Scene from 
Shakspeare's "Twelfth Night,” and 
to the Exhibition of the Royal 
Academy, "Falstafl and his Friends 
with the Merry Wives of Wind.soj*/’ 
followed in 18 J I) by his " Interview 
between Knox and Mary Qinicn of 
Scots,” and another scone from the 
"Yicar of Wakefield,” — "The 
Squire describing Ins experienc<‘H 
of town life to Mrs. Primrose and 
her daughters.” "Sterne in tJie 
Shop of the Grisotto ” is the title of 
a little picture oxhiliited at tlie 
British Institution in 184»5, in wliieli 
year he contributed the well-known 
picture of the "Village Pastor,” 
which was the moans of placing liim 
m the roll of Associates of ibi* 
^yal Academy, in IHW hi* ex- 
Libited at the British Iiisti ntiou 
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Ids ^^Norali Creina/^ and at the 
Academy a Scene from Mohere’s 
Bourgeois G-entilhomme/' and " The 
Return of Labour,” a cottage scene 
After becoming A R.A., Mr. Frith 
almost entirely discontinued his 
contributions to the British Insti- 
tution, except m 1862, when he sent 
a small female portrait, entitled 
"Wicked Hyes.” In 1847 he pro- 
duced his large picture of "English 
Merrymaking a Hundred Years 
Ago,” and the " Saracen's Head,” 
illustrative of a story in the " Spec- 
tator;” and in 1848, his "Old 
Woman accused of Bewitching a 
Peasant Oirl,” m the reign of 
James I. In the same year he ex- 
hibited his " Stage Coach Adven- 
ture in 1750,” and another "Scene 
from Moli^re's Bourgeois Oentil- 
homme.” His picture of 1849, en- 
titled "Conung of Age,” is a felicit- 
ous illustration of Enghsh country 
life in the days of Queen Elizabeth 
In the Exhibition of 1850, Mr 
Frith exhibited three pictures, — 
"The Portrait of a Lady;” a scene 
from "The Good-natured Man;” 
and " Sancho telling a tale to the 
Duke and Duchess to prove that the 
Knight of La Mancha is at the 
bottom of the table.” The Exhibi- 
tion of 1861 contained two of his 
pictures, " The Gleaner,” and 
" Hogarth brought as a Spy before 
the Governor of Calais.” In 1852 
he was elected R.A., and exhibited 
"A Child at its Evening Prayers,” 
and "Pope making Love to Lady 
Mary Wortley Montagu.” In 1854 
he contributed five subjects, — *'‘'Life 
at the Sea-side,” purchased by her 
Majesty; "Portrait of Ann Page,” 
"The Love Token,” "A Scene from 
the Bride of Lammermoor,” the 
"Poison Cup,” from "Kenilworth,” 
and a " Portrait.” In 1855 he ex- 
hibited Maria trickmg Malvolio,” 
"The Lovers,” "A Lady at the 
Opera,” and " Feeding the Calves ; ” 
and in '1856 "Garden Flowers,” 
"Many Happy Returns of the Day,” 
and "A Dream of the Future.” 
"The Derby Day” was exhibited 


at the Academy in 1858. The in- 
terest excited by this picture was so 
great that it was found necessary 
to protect it by a barrier from the 
pressure of the crowds who daily 
thronged to see it. In 1859 Mr. 
Frith's only contribution to the 
Academy was a portrait of the late 
Charles Dickens, now at South Ken- 
sington . In 1860 appeared " Claude 
Duval,” a fine engravmg of which 
was executed by Mr. Lumb Stocks. 
In 1861 there was no work exhi- 
bited by Mr. Frith, he bemg occu- 
pied m paintmg the large picture 
of the "Railw'ay Station,” pui*- 
chased by the late Mr. Flatou, and 
exhibited in 1862 at a gallery in the 
Haymarket. In the same year a 
portrait of the late Thos. Creswick, 
Esq , R A., was Mr. Frith's only 
contribution to the Academy. In 
1863 he exhibited there " JiUiet in 
the Balcony ; ” m 1865, " The Mar- 
riage of their Royal Highnesses the 
Prince of Wales and the Princess 
Alexandra of Denmark, in St. 
George's Chapel, Windsor, March 
10, 1863” (painted for the Queen), 
in 1866, "Widow Wadman lays 
Siege to my Uncle Toby,” in 1867, 
" King Charles II. 's last Sunday,” 
in 1868, " Before Dinner at Boswell's 
lodgings in Bond Street, 1769,” 
which work was sold in 1875 for 
^4,567 — the highest price ever 
given for any picture during the 
artist's lifetime ; in 1869, " Hope 
and Fear,” " Altisidora, pretending 
love for Don Quixote, feigns a 
swoon at the sight of him,” "A 
Man in Aimour,” ^^Kell Gwyn,” 
and "Malvolio, married to the 
Countess in imagination, solilo- 
quises;” in 1870, "Sir Roger de 
Coverley and the perverse Widow,” 
and "Amy Robsai't and Janet ;” in 
1871, " The Salon d'Gr, Hoinburg,” 
and " I know a maiden fair to see , ” 
in 1872, "Henry VIII. and Anne 
Boleyn deer-stalking in Wmdsor

FROEBEL, Julius, a G-erman 
writer, traveller, and politician, born 
at Griesheim,near Stadtilm, in 1806, 
is the son of a clergyman, and a 
nephew of the late Friedrich Froe- 
bel, the founder of the Kinder- 
garten ” system of schools for chil- 
dren, who died in 1852. After 
studying at Rudolstadt, Keilhau, 
Stuttgart, Munich, Weimar, and 
Berlin, he was appointed in 1833 to 
the chair of Philosophy and Natural 
History at Zurich. Subsequently 
he officiated in the high school of 
that town as Professor of Mine- 
ralogy, to which science he made 
an important contribution by his 
"Grundzuge ernes Systemes dor 
Krystallogie, oder der Naturge- 
schichte der unorganischen Indivi- 
duen,” 8vo, Zurich, 1843 , 2nd edit 
18 17. Having become a naturalized 
citizen of Switzerland in 1826, he 
took part in politics, in the interest 
of the extreme Radical party, and 
edited Der Sweizerischo Bepuhli^ 
hander. He also founded a publish- 
ing house at Zurich and Winterthur, 
under the name of " Literarisches 
Comptoir,” and, devoting himself 
exclusively to this establishment. 


he rclmqmshod his professorship in 
1814, and issued several scientific 
works and many political pamphlets, 
which found a largo circle of readers. 
Many of them, however, were sup- 
pressed by the Government. Hav- 
ing returned to Germany, Iferr 
Froobel was expelled from the 
Prussian territory, and took up his 
abode in Dresden untij the revolu- 
tion of 1818, when ho hecamo a 
popular loader of the Democratic 
party, and a mcmlier of the (hamiau 
Parliament at Frankfort-ou-the- 
Mamo. He accompanied Robert 
Blum to Vienna, and was arrested, 
but acquitted by the same court- 
martial which pronounced the sen- 
tence of deatli upon his unfortunate 
friend. On the dissolution of the 
Parliament he repaired to Switzer- 
land, and afterwards to the United 
States. He lectured in New York 
on German politics, engaged in 
commercial pursuits there, went in 
1850 to Nicaragua, and afterwards 
engaged in one or two commercial 
expeditions to Santa Fo and Chihua- 
hua. In 1855 he edited a journal 
at San Francisco, and in 3857, after 
his return to Germany, ho was c‘x- 
pelled from Franlcfort, since wli ich 
period he has resided in this coun- 
try Among his works, wlxieh in- 
clu<le many on geography ami 
liolitics, are • "System der soclalen 
Politik,” 2 vols , Mannheim, 3H17 ; 
" Die Republikander,” an liistorical 
drama in five acts, Ijcipsic, IHfHj

FROST, Thomas, bom in 1821, 
at Croydon, was formerly in Imsi* 
ness there as a printer, but retire<l 
m 1818, and adopted the literary 
profession. He participated actively 
in the Chartist agitation, and was 
one of the delegates to the Reform 
Conference at St. Martin's Hall in 
1852. Ho was a contributor to 
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Chambers's Papers for the People,” 
and in 1854 editor of the Magazine 
of Art. He was a leader-writer for 
the Birmingham Journal for several 
years from 1855, and subsequently 
for the Liverpool Albion and the 
Shrewsbury Chronicle, down to 1872 
He was editor in that and the fol- 
lowing year of the Gentleman^ s 
Journal. Mr. Frost is the author 
of ^^Half Hours with Early Ex- 
plorers,” 1873 j The Old Showmen 
and the Old London Fairs/^ 1874 ; 
^‘’Circus Life and Circus Celebri- 
ties,” 1875 , " Lives of the Con- 
jurors,” "Life of Thomas Lord 
Lyttelton,” and "Secret Societies 
of the European Eevolution,” 2 
vols , 1876 ; " Forty Tears' Eecol- 
lections,” and " In Kent with Charles 
Dickens,” 1880; "Modem Ex- 
plorers,” 1882; and several stories 
of adventure for boys He became 
editor in 1881 of the Sheffield Even- 
ing Post, in 1882 of the Barnsley 
Times, and is now editor of the 
Barnsley Independent, 
FEOTHIHGHAM, Octavius 
Brook, born at Boston, Massachu- 
setts, Nov. 26, 1822. A. B (Har- 
vard), 1843. He studied theology 
at the Cambridge Divinity School, 
and in 1847 was ordained, and set- 
tled as pastor over a Unitarian 
church m Salem, Massachusetts. 
In 1855 he removed to Jersey City 
in New Jersey. In 1859 he went 
to New York, where he was the 
minister of an independent religious 
society until 1879, when he dis- 
solved his society and went to 
Europe. On his return, in 1881, 
he formally withdrew from any 
specific church connection, and 
has since devoted himself exclu- 
sively to literary work. He is 
at present in Boston. He has 
written largely for journals and 
reviews, has published more than 
150 sermons and discourses, and is 
the author of "Stones from the 
Lips of the Teacher” (1863) ; " The 
Parables” (1864); "Stories from 
the Old Testament” (1864) ; "E^- 
nan's Critical Essays” (translated 


1861) , "The Child’s Book of Eeli- 
gion” (1871), "The Eeligion of 
Humanity” (1872) ; "Life of Theo- 
dore Parker” (1874) ; "The Safest 
Creed” (1874) ; "Beliefs of the Un- 
believers” (1876) , " Knowledge and 
Faith” (1876); "Transcendentalism 
in New England” (1876); "The 
Cradle of Christ” (1877); "The 
Spirit of the New Faith” (1877) ; 
"Creed and Conduct” (1877) ; "Life 
of Gerrit Smith” (1878) ; " The Eas- 
ing and Setting Faith” (1878) , 
"Yisions of the Future” (1879); 
"The Assailants of Christianity” 
(1879) , and " George Eipley” (18S2). 
He was for a time art critic of the 
New York ’tribune, was a frequent 
contributor to the Index, the organ 
of free rehgion, and wrote a large 
number of the articles in Johnson's 
" Universal Cyclopsedia ” (1874-77) . 

F E O U D E, James Anthony, 
youngest son of the late "Venerable 
E. H Froude, archdeacon of Totnes, 
born at Dartington, Devonshire, 
April 23, 1818, was educated at 
Westmmster and at Oriel College, 
Oxford, where he graduated in 1840, 
takmg a second class in classics, 
and he proceeded M.A. in due 
course. In 1842 he carried off the 
Chancellor's Ihize for an English 
Essay on ^^The Influence of "the 
Science of Political Economy on 
the Moral and Social Welfare of 
the Nation ;” and in the same year 
he became a FeUow of Exeter Col- 
lege. He was ordained a deacon in 
the Established Church m 1844. 
For some time he was connected 
with the High Church party under 
the Eev. J. H. Newman, and wrote 
in The Lives of the Enghsh 
Saints.” Under the pseudonym of 
"Zeta” he published, in 1847, a 
volume entitled " Sh^ows of the 
Clouds,” which comprised two 
stories — "The Spirit's Trials” and 
" The Lieutenant's Daughter.” H!is 
"Nemesis of Faith” appeared in 
1848, and reached a second edition 
in the following year. It marked 
his defection from the teaching of 
the Church of England, against 
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wiiose reverence for wliat lie called 
tlie "Hebrew Mythology,” it is, 
inter aim, a protest. Both these 
works were severely condemned by 
the University authorities. About 
this time Mr Fronde resigned his 
Fellowship, and he was obliged to 
give np an appointment which he 
had received to a teacher ship in 
Tasmania. For two or three years 
he wrote almost constantly for 
Fraser^ s Magazine and the West- 
minster Review, One of his articles 
in the latter on the Book of Job has 
been reprinted m a separate form 
(ISol). In 1856 he published the 
first two volumes of his History 
of England from the Fall of W olsey 
to the Defeat of the Spanish Ax- 
mada,^' which has been continued 
from tune to time, vols. 11 and 12 
having been published m' 1870, con- 
cluding the work. The materials 
for this history are mainly derived 
from the public documents of the 
time, and the boldness and origin- 
ality of the author's views have 
attracted much attention. One of 
the most marked features of the 
work is an elaborate attempt to 
vindicate the reputation of Henry 
VIII. His Short Studies on 
Great Subjects” appeared in 1867, 
bemg reprmts of essays which had 
appeared in various periodicals 
Jir. Fronde was installed Hector of 
the University of St. Andrew's, 
March 23, 1869, on which occasion 
the degree of LL.D. was conferred 
upon him* For a short time he 
was editor of Fraser^s Magazine, but 
he resigned that position in Aug., 
1871. On Sept. 21, 1872, taking 
advantage of the Clerical Dis- 
abilities Act, he executed a deed of 
relinquishment of the office of 
deacon. In the autumn of 1872 
Mr Froude went to the United 
States, where he delivered a senes 
of lectures on the relations between 
England and Ireland. The burden 
of his addresses was that Inshmen 
had themselves, to a large extent, 
caused their country's prostration 
by their own intestine jealousies 


and want of patriotism. An ani- 
mated controversy ensued between 
him and Father Thomas Burke, the 
Dominican orator. At the close of 
the year 1874 Mr. Fronde was sent 
by the Earl of Carnarvon, Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, to the 
Cape of Good Hope, to make in- 
quiries respecting the late CafCre 
msurrection, and he returned to 
London m March, 1875. His latest 
works are " The English in Ireland 
in the Eighteenth Century,” 3 vols , 
1871-74; "Caesar: a sketch,” 1870 ; 
and " Eeminiscenccs of the High 
Church Revival,” a series of papers 
in Good Words (1881). Having 
been appointed executor to Tliomtis 
Carlyle, he pubhshed his "Remi- 
niscences,” 2 vols., 1881 ; and the 
first part of his biography, "Thomas 
Carlyle : a History of the first forty 
years of his life,” 1882 ; and " Re- 
miniscences of his Irish Journal in 
1849,” London, 1882. 

FRY, The Hon. Sib Edwabb, 
second son of Mr. Joseph Fry, of 
Bristol, by Mary Anne, daughter of 
the late Mr. Edward Swamo, of 
Reading, was born at Bristol, 
Hov. 4, 1827, and educated at the 
College, Bristol, and at University 
' College, London, of which he is a 
' Fellow and Vice-President. 
graduated B.A. at the University 
of London in 1851, taking honours 
m classics and animal physiology. 
He was called to the bar at Lin- 
coln's Inn in 1851; in 1809 li<‘ 
received a silk gown ; and in April, 
1877, he was appointed a Judge of 
the High Court of Justice. On 
the latter occasion he received the 
honour of knighthood. In Ajiril, 
1883, he was appointed by Mr. 
Gladstone to the vacant Lor<l Jus- 
ticeship of Appeal, caused by the 
elevation of Lord Justice Bri^tt as 
the Master of the Rolls. He is a 
Bencher of Lincoln's Inn, and has 
been an Examiner in Law to the 
University of London and th<) 
Council of Legal Education. Ho 
is the author of " A Treatise on 
the Specific Performance of Con- 
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tracts^ including those of Public 
Companies/^ 1858 j and of some 
theological works, including " The 
Doctrine of Election/^ 1864; "Es- 
says on the Accordance of Chris- 
tianity with the Nature of Man/’ 
Edinburgh, 1867 ; and " Darwmism 
and Theology,” 1872, a reprint of 
letters m the Spectato r. He married, 
in 1859, Mariabella, daughter of the 
late Ml’. John Hodgkin, barrister- 
at-law, of Lewes. 

FELL EE, The Eight Eev. 
Thomas Bbock, D D., D G.L., 
Bishop of Niagai’a, was bom at 
Kingston, Upper Canada, on the 
16th July, 1810 He received his 
education at Hamilton, TJ.C., and at 
the Theological Semmary at Cham- 
bly. Province of Quebec. In 1835 
he was ordained at Toronto by 
the Bishop of Quebec, and held 
chai’ges at Chatham, at Thorold, 
and at Toronto. At the latter city 
he was Eector of St George’s for 
a period of fourteen years ; in 
1867 was appointed Archdeacon of 
the Diocese of Toronto, and in 1875 
became Bishop of the newly-created 
Diocese of Niagara. 

F ULLEETON, Lady Geoegiana, 
second daughter of the first Earl 
Granville, for some years ambas- 
sador at the Court of France under 
the Orleans dynasty, was married 
in 1833 to Alexander George Ful- 
lerton, Esq, eldest son of George 
A. Fullerton, Esq., of Ballintoy 
Castle, Ireland Her career as an 
authoress commenced with a novel, 
entitled " Ellen Middleton,” a 
domestic story, published in 1844, 
followed by " Grantley Manor,” a 
novel bearmg on the war of creeds ; 
and " Lady Bird,” a tale published 
in 1852, after her conversion to the 
Eoman Catholic religion. That 
event occurred in the year 1846. 
Her more recent works are, " The

" La Comtesse de Bonneval,” 1857 ;

FUENIVALL, Fbederick 
James, M.A., born Feb 4, 1825, at 
Egham m Surrey, received his edu- 
cation at private schools at Engle- 
field Green, Tumham Green, and 
Hanwell, at University College, 
London (1841-2), and Trinity Hall, 
Cambridge ; B A., 1846 ; M A., 
1849 He has devoted his life 
mamly to the study of Early and 
Middle English literatui’e, and his 
researches have thrown much hght 
on the growth and develoinnent of 
our language. Indeed, he may be 
regarded as one of the founders of 
the new school of English philology. 
He was for many years editor 
of the Philological Society’s new 
English Dictionary, now in course 
of publication by the Clarendon 
Press, under the editorship of his 
successor. Dr. J. A. H. Murray 
He has established "The Early 
English Text Society,” 1864 (with 
Extra Series, 1867), "The Chaucer 
Society,” 1868; "The BaUad So- 
ciety,” 1868 5 " The New Shak- 
spere Society/’ 1874; "The 
Browning Society” (with Miss 
Hickey), 1881; and "The Wyclif 
Society,” 1882, and he has also 
acted as honorary secretary of the 
Philological Society since 1854. 
Through his Societies, Mr Furni- 
vall has raised and expended over 
.£20,000 in printing early MSS. and 
rare books. As one of the original 
band of workers round the Eev. 
F. D. Maurice, he was specially 
charged with the ballast-heavers’ 
case ; and, being fortunate enough 
to enlist in it the sympathies of the 
late Prince Consort and Lord Card- 
well (then at the Board of Trade), 
he secured the rescue of the men 
from the curse of their truck- 
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drinking system, of employment 
He was also for ten years Senior 
Member of tlie Executive Com- 
mittee of the Working Men's Col- 
lege in London, and he took a 
leading part in the organisation of 
the College work. He taught in 
the College regularly every term 
for above ten years, and was for a 
like period a Captam m their Vo- 
lunteer Corps He is stiU President 
of their Boat Club. Mr. Pumivall 
has edited a large number of books, 
mostly prmted under the auspices 
of the above-mentioned Societies, 
or of the Roxburghe Club.

At 
the same time he was appointed 
Keeper of the Public Records of 
Belgium, and since that time he 
has been frec^uently commissioned 
by the Government to search na- 
tional and foreign libraries for docu- 
ments illustrative of tho history 
and antiquities of Belgium. M. 
Gachard, who is a member of the 
Academy of Brussels, and Secretary 
of the Historical Commission, lias

In 1841 he won the prize offered by 
the Copenhagen Musical Associa- 
tion, by his first great composition, 

NachkLinge von Ossian."" Sup- 
ported by the king he proceeded, m 
184<3, to Leipsic, there to complete 
his musical education Having in 
184-4 made a tour into Italy, he re- 
turned to Leipsic in order to under- 
take, in the absence and in the place 
of Mendelssohn, the direction of the 
Gewandhaus concerts In 1848 he 
settled down in Copenhagen, where 
he became Organist, Director of 
Music, and Master of the Chapel 
Eoyal. He was elected one of the 
foreign members of the Berlin 
Academy of Arts in 1874 j in 1876, 
the Danish Folkething voted hfe 
pensions of 3,000 crowns to two 
musical composers, one of whom is 
Niels Gade. He was elected a Cor- 
responding Member of the French 
Institute, Nov. 16, 1878. Besides 
his prize compositions he has also 
written five symphonies, a quin- 
tette and an Odette, several pieces 
for the voice with orchestra, as 
the ^^Erl Emg"s Daughter/" and 

Springtide Phantasy,"" and many 
smaller compositions. 

GAIEDNEE, James, son of the late 
John Gairdner, M.D., F.E.C S.E., 
was bom at Edinburgh, March 22, 
1828. He was educated at Edin- 
burgh. In 1845, when he was l7j 


his father intended him for a busi- 
ness life in Glasgow, but it did not 
suit his taste, and after three 
months" trial he returned to Edin- 
burgh and heard lectures for a year 
at college. On the formation of 
Lord J. Eussell"s Ministry in 1846, 
his father was able to obtain a 
Government appointment for him. 
He was appointed Clerk in the 
Pubhc Eecord Office in 1816, and 
Assistant Keeper of Pubhc Eecords 
m 1859.

GALE, James, Ph.D., F.G.S., an 
mventor, bom at Crabtree, near 
Plymouth, Devonslure, in July, 1833, 
and educated at Tavistock in a 
select class, formed by the master 
of the British School. While still 
a youth he was afflicted with the 
total loss of sights but he bore this 
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terrible affliction with patience, de- 
voted himself to the acquisition of 
knowledge, became a partner in a 
manufacturing business, and subse- 
quently practised as a medical elec- 
trician at Plymouth. His name 
first became generally known in 
1865, when he announced that he 
had discovered " a means of render- 
ing gunpowder non-eaplosive and 
explosive at will, the process for 
effecting the same being simple, 
effectual, and cheap, the quality 
and bulk of the gunpowder re- 
maining uninjured.'*^ Arrangements 
were made for a trial of the process 
at the Government House, Mount 
Wise, Plymouth, June 27, 1865, and 
the experiments, earned on in the 
presence of a number of military 
and naval officers, were attended 
with the most satisfactory results 
The experiments were repeated with 
equal success at Wimbledon, Lon- 
don, Woolwich, and on the coast of 
Sussex, and also by Mr. Gale him- 
self in the presence of the Queen 
and the royal family. The mven- 
tion is very simple j it consists of 
mmng powdered glass with the gun- 
powder, which is thereby rendered 
unexplosive. The glass can, by a 
simple process, be agam separated 
from the gunpowder, which, of 
course, then resumes its explosive 
chai’acter. Mr. Gale is hkewise the 
inventor of the ammunition slide- 
gun, the fog-shell, the balloon-shell, 
&e. He was elected a Eellow of 
the Chemical Society m 1866 j a 
EeHow of the Eoyal Geological So- 
ciety the same year j and received 
the degree of Doctor of Philosophy 
from the University of Eostock in 
1867. 

G A L L A I T, Louis, historical 
painter, born at Toumay (Belgium), 
in 1810, studied at Antwerp and 
Paris, first exhibited at Brussels, 
and produced, m 1833, his picture 
of '‘‘Tasso in his Cell visited by 
Montaagne,^^ which was a brilliant 
success, and at once established his 
reputation. His pictures, which 
are generally on a large scale, repre- 


sent subjects from the history of 
the Low Countries. The Last Mo- 
ments of EgmonV^ painted in 1853, 
"The Abdication of Charles Y,/^ 
and "The Last Honours paid to 
Egmont and Horn,^^ weie among 
the chief attractions in the Foreign 
Gallery of the International Exhi- 
bition of 1862. This artist, who 
resided at Brussels, was, in July, 
1862, entertained at a public dinner 
given to him by the amateurs and 
artists of Great Britain. He is a 
member of the Eoyal Academy of 
Belgium , obtained a medal in 
France m 1835, and the decoration 
in June, 1841. M. Gallait was 
elected an honorary member of the 
Eoyal Academy of London, Dec. 15, 
1869 j and the Pans Academy of 
Fine Arts elected him, Jan. 29, 1870, 
to the position of Foreign Associate, 
vacant by the death of the great 
German pamter Overbeck. 

GALLEHGA, Antonio Carlo 
Hapoleonb, was born at Parma, 
but of an old Piedmontese family, 
Hov. 4, 1810, and educated at 
the University of Parma. He left 
Parma and Italy m consequence of 
the political events of 1831 j lived 
for a few years in France, Corsica, 
Malta, Tangiers, Gibraltar ; crossed 
over to the United States in 1836 ; 
lived for two years in Boston , came 
to England in 1839 j and became a 
naturalised British subject in 1846. 
He was Charge d^ Affaires for Pied- 
mont at Frankfort in 1848-9, and a 
member of the Piedmontese and 
Italian Parliament from 1864 to 
1864. Signor Gallenga has been 
connected with the Times since the 
year 1859. He is the author of 
"Italy, Past and Present,"' 2 vols., 
1841-9 (2nd ed. with an additional 
volume, 1848) j " Italy in 1848,” 
1851; "The Blackgown Papers,” 
2 vols., 1845 ; " Scenes from Italian 
Life,” 1850 ; " Fra Dolcino and his 
Times,” 1853 ; " Castellamonte, 

an Autobiography,” 2 vols., 1854 ; 
" Mariotti's Italian Grammar,edited 
by, A. GaUenga, Professor of Italian 
in University College,” which 
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passed througli twelve editions 
between 1858 and 1881. All the 
above-mentioned works^, with the 
exception of Castellamonte," 
which was anonymous, were pub- 
lished under the assumed name of 
L. Manotti. Signor Gallenga has 
published under his own name — 
‘■^History of Piedmont,” 3 vols , 
1855-6 j " Country Life in Pied- 
mont,” 18085 '^The Invasion of 
Denmark,” 2 vols , 1864 5 " The 
Pearl of the Antilles,” 1873 , ""Italy 
Eevisited,” 2 vols., 1875 5 "" Two 
Tears of the Eastern Question,” 
2 vols., 1877 5 The Pope and the 
King,” 2 vols., 1879, ""South 
America,” 1881 , "" A Summer Tour 
in Eussia,” 1882, and ""Iberian 
Eeminiscences,” 2 vols , 1883 

Signor G-allenga is also the author 
of ""Oltremonte e.d Oltremare,” 
""La nostra Prima Carovona;” 
"" Manuale dell^ Elettore , ” ""A 
che ne siamo , ” and other Italian 
publications. 

GrALT, Sir Alexander Tilloch, 
G-.C M.G., son of John Galt, the 
author, by Elizabeth, daughter of 
Dr. Tdloch, was bom at Chelsea, 
Sept 6, 1817, and educated in this 
country and in Canada. He was 
in the service of the British and 
American Land Company from 
1833 to 1856, and Commissioner 
and Manager of their entire estates 
from 1844 to 1856. He was first 
elected to the Canadian Parliament 
in 1849. The Governor-General, Sir 
E. W. Head, requested him to form 
an Administration in Aug , 1858 
This task he declined,though he join- 
ed Mr, Cartier^s Administration as 
Finance Minister, and held that 
office xmtil the Mimstry was defeated 
on the Militia Bill, m May, 1862. 
Sir Alexander Galt resumed his 
post as Finance Minister m March, 
1864, and retired in Aug., 1866, 
when the Cabinet failed to carry a 
measure securing certain educa- 
tional privileges to the Protestant 
minority in Lower Canada, in view 
of the greatly mcreased power 
obtained by the French andEoman 


Cathohc majority under Confedera- 
tion Mr. Galt felt, as the repre- 
sentative m the Government of the 
Protestants of Lower Canada, that 
he could best serve their mterests 
by retiring The result appears to 
have justified his view. He was 
appointed one of the Delegates for 
Lower Canada, to confer with the 
Imperial Government on the subject 
of Confederation, and in that capa- 
city, although not a member of the 
Canadian Government, he secured 
protection for his co-religionists. 
On the Confederation bemg effected 
he was appointed Minister of 
Fmance in the new Dominion 
Government, and he held that office 
from July 1 till Hov. 4, 1867, when, 
for private reasons, he resigned. 
Sir Alexander Galt is regarded as the 
ablest financier m the colonies, and 
has taken a prominent part in all 
the measures adopted to unite and 
consolidate British America. He 
was created a Knight Commander 
of the Order of SS. Michael and 
George m 1869, for his long official 
colonial services. In July, 1875, 
he was appointed a Commissioner 
on behalf of Great Britam under - 
the Treaty of Washington of May, 
1871, and more recently he has 
acted as a member of the Halifax 
Fisheries Commission. He was 
nominated a Knight Grand Cross 
of the Order of SS. Michael and 
George, May 25, 1878. Sir AJex- 
ander was appointed High Commis- 
sioner for Canada in England in 
April, 1880, and was the Delegate 
for Canada at the International 
Monetary Conference at Paris in 
1881. He is also a member of the 
Executive and General Committees 
of the great International Fisheries 
Exhibition of 1883. In the Do- 
minion House of Commons at 
Ottawa, on March 19, 1883, Sir 
John Macdonald, the Premier, 
announced that Sir Alexander Galt, 
High Commissioner for the Do- 
minion in London, had resigned, 
adding that the Government had 
requested him to continue to dis-

cliarge tlie duties of tliat office until 
the spring. 

GrALTOKj Francis, FES, 
F.Gr.S., third and youngest son of 
S T. G-alton, of Duddeston, near 
Birmingham, grandson of Dr. 
Erasmus Darwin, author of "Zoo- 
nomia,” and cousin of Charles Dar- 
win, the naturalist. He was born 
in 1822, and educated at King 
Edward's School, Birmingham, 
which he left to study medicme, 
first at the Birmingham Hospital, 
and suhsei^uentlyat King's College, 
London. He graduated at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, m 1844, tra- 
velled, in 1846, in North Africa and 
on the White Nile, then rarely 
visited, and in 1850 made a journey 
of exploration in the western regions 
of South Africa, starting from 
Walfisch Bay. For this journey, 
of which he afterwards published 
an account — Narrative of an 
Explorer in Tropical South Africa," 
1853, he received the gold medal 
of the Eoyal G-eo^phical Society, 
in whose proeee<fings he has since 
taken an active sh^e, as member 
of council, and for several years as 
one of its secretaries. Mr. Galton 
is author of the " Art of Travel, or 
Shifts and Contrivances in Wild 
Countries," a work which has gone 
through five editions between 1855 
and 1S72 ; also of Meteorogra- 
phica,” 1863, the first attempt to 
chart the progress of the elements 
of the weather, on a large scale, 
and through which the existence 
and theory of anti-cyclones was 
first established by him. He was 
appointed, on behalf of the Eoyal 
Society, a member of a committee 
of the Board of Trade, which exa- 
mmed, after the death of Admiral 
Fitzroy, into the past and future 
duties and admimstration of the 
Meteorological Office, and he is 
now one of the council to whose 
hands the Parhamentary grant for 
the maintenance of that office is 
entrusted. In later years he has 
published the following works, 
bearing, more or less directly, on 


Heredity and on Faculties: — “ Here- 
ditary Genius, its Laws and Con- 
sequences," 1869; ‘■"English Men 
of Science : theii* Nature and Nur- 
ture," 1874; ""Inquiries into Human 
Faculty and its Development," 1883 ; 
also several memoirs on allied 
topics, including ""Experiments in 
Pangenesis, by breedmg from rab- 
bits of a pure variety, into whose 
circulation blood taken from other 
varieties had j)re viously been largely 
transfused " (Proc. Eoyal Soc., 

1871. ) He was general secretary 
of the British Association from 
1863 to 1868, president of its Geo- 
graphical section in 1862 and in 

1872, and of the Anthropological 
sub-section in 1877 , he has ‘been 
vice-president of the Eoyal, the 
Eoyal Geographical, and Anthropo- 
logical Societies, and has served on 
the councils of many others. 

GAECIA. (iSceViABDOT-GABCiA.) 

GAEDINEE Samuel Eawson, 
was bom March 4, 1820, at Eopley, 
Hants, and educated at Winchester 
and at Christchurch, Oxford. Ho 
became an Honorary Student of 
Christchurch and Professor of 
Modem History at King's College, 
London. The honorary degree of 
LL.D. was conferred upon him by the 
University of Edinburgh Profes- 
sor Gardiner has wiatten The 
History of England from the Acces- 
sion of James I. to the Disgrace of 
Chief- Justice Coke," 1863 ; “Prince 
Charles and the Spanish Mai-riage," 
1869; ""England under the Duke 
of Buckingham and Charles I.," 
1875 , "" The Personal Government 
of Charles I.," 1877 ; ""The Fall of 
the Monarchy of Charles I,," vols. i. 
and ii. , “ Introduction to the Study 
of English History," conjointly with 
Mir. J. Bass Mullinger, 1881 ; The 
First Two Stuarts and the Puritan 
Eevolution," 1875, and ""The 
Thirty Years' War,” 1874. On Aug. 
16, 1882, a Civil List pension of 
aBlSO^ was granted to him "" in re- 
cognition of his valuable contribu- 
tions to the History of England." 

GAENETT, Eichard, son of the 
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late Eev. Eichard Garnett, of the 
British Museum, was horn at Lich- 
field, Feh. 27, 1835, and educated 
privately. He was appomted Assis- 
tant in the Printed Book Depart- 
ment of the British Museum in 1851, 
and Assistant-Keeper of Printed 
Books and Superintendent of the 
Heading Eoom in 1875. In April, 
1883, the honorary degree of LL.D. 
was conferred upon him by the 
University of Edinburgh. Mr. Gar- 
nett is the author of “ lo in Egypt, 
and other Poems,^^ 1859 ; " Poems 
from the German,” 1862; Idylls 
and Epigrams, chiefly from the 
Greek Anthology,” 1869. He has 
edited his father’s " Philological 
Essays,” 1859, "Eelics of Shelley,” 
a coUeotion of poetical fragments 
discovered by himself among the 
poet’s MSS , 1862 ; and selections 
from Shelley’s poems and his let- 
ters, in 1880 and 1882. He has 
besides contributed extensively to 
periodical literature, and written 
the articles, " Alexander VI ,” 
"Anthology,” "Calderon,” "Leo- 
pardi,” and several others in the 
nmth edition of the UncyclojpcBdia 
Britamica. Mr. Garnett has taken 
an active part in the numerous im- 
provements effected of late years in 
the library of the British Museum, 
and has superintended the publica- 
tion of the general catalogue of 
printed books since its commence- 
ment 

GAENIEE, Jean Louis Charles, 
architect, bom at Paris, Kov. 6, 
1825, studied sculpture and high 
relief at the lilcole Speciale de 
Dessin, obtaining several prizes. 
At the commencement of 1842 he 
entered the Ecole des Beaux-Arts, 
and remained there six years, 
studying under MM. Leveil and 
Hippoli^e Lebas, and gainmg the 
great prize in architecture in 1848 
for his design for a " Conservatoire 
pour les arts et metiers.” After- 
wards he travelled in Greece, mea- 
sured in the island of Egina the 
Temple of Jupiter, a polyohromatic 
design for the restoration of which 


he exhibited at the Salon des Beaux- 
Arts in 1853, and at the Exposition 
XJniverselle of 1855. Eeturnmg to 
Prance in 1854, after a short visit 
to Constantinople, M. Gamier was 
attached as a sub-inspector to the 
works at the Tour de Saint-Jacques 
la Boucherie, under M. Ballu. In 
1856 he published in the "Eevue 
Archeologique ” an explanatory 
paper relative to the Temple of 
Egina. He exhibited various works 
in water-colours, &c., at the salons 
of 1857, 1859, and 1863, obtained a 
third-class medal in 1857, a first- 
class medal in 1863, and was deco- 
rated with the Cross of the Legion 
of Honour, Aug 9, 1864. In 1861 
he took part in the open competition 
for the new Opera House at Paris ; 
his plans were unanimously adop- 
ted by the jury, over which Count 
Walewski presided, and he was 
entrusted with the execution of this 
important work. The Grand Opera 
House, which had been nearly com- 
pleted under Imperial auspices, 
was opened Jan. 5, 1875. There 
was a large concourse of foreign 
visitors present, and many of the 
highest rank ; the ex-Kmg of Han- 
over, the ex-Queen of Spain, her 
son the young King Alfonso, and 
the Lord Mayor of London. On 
this occasion M. Gamier was deco- 
rated as an Officer of the Legion of 
Honour. He was appointed Inspec- 
tor-General of CivH Constructions, 
Paris, in Oct., 1877. The new 
theatre at Monaco, designed by 
him, was opened in Jan., 1879. 

GAEEETT, Elizabeth, M D. 
(See Anderson.) 

GAETH, Sir Eichard, son of the 
late Eev. Eichard Garth, of Eam- 
ham, Surrey, born in 1820, was 
educated at Eton and at Christ- 
church, Oxford, where he pro- 
ceeded to the degree of M.A. He 
was called to the bar at Lincoln’s 
Inn in 1847, and went the Home 
Circuit He sat in Parliament for 
a short time (1866-68) in the Con- 
servative interest, as one of the 
members for Guildford. In March, 
0 0 2 
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1875^ he was nominated Chief Jus- 
tice of Bengal^ and received the 
honour of knighthood. 

aASCOIG-NE, Gasoline Lbioh^ 
youngest daughter of the late John 
Smith, Esq., of Dale Park, long a 
member of the House of Commons, 
bom May 2, 1813, and married to 
G-en. Gascoigne, eldest son of Gen. 
Gascoigne, of CbiUwall, M.P. for 
Liverpool in 1834, was at an early 
age distinguished for her devotion 
to literature. Her first work, 
“Temptation, or a Wife's Perils," 
published in 1839, was followed by 
“ The School for Wives," in 1839 ; 
“Evelyn Harcourt," in 1842; “Bel- 
gravia," a poem, in 1851; “Spen- 
cer's Cross Manor-House," a tale 
for children, and “ EecoUections of 
the Crystal Palace," a poem, in 
1852 ; “ The Hext-Door Neigh- 
bours," in 1855 ; “ Doctor Harold,' 
a novel, in 1865 ; ^^My Aunt Prue's 
Eailway Journey," in 1865 ; and 
“Dr. Harold's Note-Book," m 1869 
GATLING, EicHAjan Joedan^ 
M.D., was born in North Carolina, 
Sept. 12, 1818. While a boy he 
assisted his father in perfectmg a 
machine for sowing cotton seed, 
and another for thinning out cotton 
plants. Subsequently he invented 
a machine for sowing rice. Ee- 
moving to St. Louis, in 1844, he 
adapted this mvention to sowing 
wheat in drills For several win- 
ters he attended medical lectures in 
Cincinnati, and m 1849 removed to 
Indianapolis, where he engaged m 
railroad enterprises and real estate 
speculations. In 1850 he invented 
a double acting hemp-brake, and in 
1857 a steam plough, which, how- 
ever, he did not brmg to any prac- 
tical result. In 1861 he conceived 
the idea of the revolving battery 
gun which bears his name. Of 
these he constructed six at Cin- 
cinnati, which were destroyed by 
the burning of his factory. After- 
wards he had twelve manufactured 
elsewhere, which were used by Gen. 
Butler on the James Eiver. In 
1865 he improved his invention. 


and in the year following, after 
satisfactory trial, it was adopted 
into the United States service It 
has also been adopted by several 
European governments. He now 
resides at Hartford, Connecticut. 

GATTY, The Eev. Alfeed, D.D., 
is a member of a Cornish family, 
but was born in the city of London, 
April 18, 1813 He was for five 
years at the noted school. Temple 
Grove, East Sheen, acquiring the 
rudiments of education ; afterwards 
both at the Charterhouse and Eton 
For a short time he prepared for 
the legal profession, but in April, 
1831, he entered at Exeter College, 
Oxford, and whilst an undergradu- 
ate printed a small volume of 
Poems. At the beginning of 1880 
he took the degree of B.A., having 
some time previously passed the 
necessary examinations ; and in 
1837 was ordained by the ‘Bishop 
of Eipon to the curacy of Bellorby, 
.in the parish of Spennithornc, 
Yorkshire. In 1838 he graduated 
M.A., and in the followmg year 
married Margaret, the younger 
daughter of the Eev Dr. Scott, 
best known as having been tho 
friend and chaplain of Lord Nelson. 
In the year of his marriage ho was 
resented to the vicarage of Ecclcs- 
eld, near Sheffield, a very largo 
and arduous parish, where he has 
ever since resided. Mrs. Gatty, 
being highly accomplished, and 
with fine literary taste, joined her 
husband m writing a Life of Dr. 
Scott in 1842, which was quickly 
out of print. They also subse- 
quently edited a Life of Dr. Wolff, 
the missionary, which passed 
through two editions; and they 
wrote them Tour in Ireland in 1801, 
under the title of “ The Old Folks 
from Home,” which had a like 
success. Mrs. Gatty was also assis- 
ted by her husband, during her 
long fatal iUness, in tho compila- 
tion of her last work, “ A Book of 
Sundials.” Dr. Gatty's own lite- 
rary works are a volume of Ser- 
mons, 1846; a second volume of 
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Sermons, 1848, ^"Tiie Bell,* its 
origin, Mstory, and nses,^' second 
edition, 1848 ; " The Yicar and his 
Duties,^^ 1853 j Twenty Plain 
Sermons,^^ 1858; ^^The Testimony 
of David,^^ 1870; a folio edition of 
Hunter’s History of Hallamshire," 
to which he added about one-third 
new matter (1869); also Sheffield: 
Past and Present,” 1873. In 1861 
he was appointed a rural dean by 
Archbishop Longley, who during 
the following year bestowed upon 
him the honorary dignity of Sub- 
dean of York Cathe(£al. On Oct. 
4, 1873, Hr. G-atty had the misfor- 
tune to lose his amiable and gifted 
wife, after ten years of suffering, 
during which time her intellect 
never lost its strength or clearness 
GAYAZZI, Alessandeo, a "Ho 
Popery ” lecturer, born at Bologna 
in 1809, was admitted into minor 
orders in the Church of Home in 
1825, and was made Professor of 
Ehetoric at Haples, illustratmg the 
theory of the art by his eloquence 
in the pulpits of the chief cities of 
Italy. On the elevation, in 1846, 
of Pius IX. to the papal chair, he 
expressed the views he had long 
entertained on the state of his 
country and the Church with in- 
creasing freedom. When the insur- 
rection of the Milanese and the 
discomfiture of the Austrians be- 
came known in Home, Gavazzi, who 
was called on by the people to 
t eak, proceeded to the Pantheon, 
f d pronounced a fervid oration on 
t j patriots who had fallen at 
I Ian. He took the tricolour cross 
a.^his standard, and for weeks 
harangued crowds of citizens at 
the Coliseum, on the prospects and 
duty of Italians. Pius IX., who 
was understood to favour these 
attempts to rouse the nation, con- 
ferred upon him the office of Chap- 
lain-general of the Forces then 
being reorganized by the levy of 
volunteers and national guards, 
and he accompanied the Homan 
army to the walls of Yicenza. 
While thus engaged, a reactionary 


spirit came over Pius IX., who 
recalled the Homan legion, and 
Gavazzi, passing into Tuscany, 
made Florence ring with his ap- 
peals. Expelled from the duchy, 
he took refuge in Genoa, whence he 
was recalled to restore quiet in 
Bologna, the people m that city 
having broken into open mutiny 
against the papal government. 
Hossi having by this time become 
the chief adviser of Pius IX., 
shortly afterwards ordered the 
arrest of Gavazzi, who was sent off, 
•under a strong escort, to the prison 
at Corneto. On his way the people 
of Yiterbo rose to deliver him, and 
Pius IX. ordered his release. On 
the flight of the Pope after -fche 
assassination of Hossi, and the 
formation of the republican govern- 
ment, Gavazzi, who was re-appointed 
Chaplain-general of the Forces, 
organized a committee of noble 
Homan ladies to provide for the 
wounded, and superintended the 
military hospitals. Burmg the 
armistice concluded with Gen. 
Oudinot, the Homans made a sortie 
under Garibaldi to repel the Mng 
of Haples, who had invaded the 
territory of the republic. Gavazzi 
accompanied them, and after the 
defeat of the invader, assisted the 
dying and wounded on both sides. 
Heturning to Home, he occupied 
himself in sustaining the spirit of 
the people until -fchey were over- 
whelmed by the superior forces of 
the French. At the close of the 
struggle he left his country, to gain 
a livelihood by teaching Italian, 
and lecturing against the Catholic 
Church. For about six months his 
lectures in London were attended 
by crowds, and he afterwards visited 
the chief towns of Scotland, where 
he was received with hearty wel- 
come. In 1851 Gavazzi published 
his memoirs in English and Italian, 
and a few months later his " Ora- 
tions.” From Scotland he pro- 
ceeded to the United States, where 
he was not so warmly received, and 
in Canada his orations on more than 
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one occasion nearly caused a riot. 
On his return^ he resumed his occu- 
pation of propagandizing his par- 
ticular views in Italy^ in the service 
of the national cause, and was 
present with Garibaldi at Palermo 
during the expedition of 1860. 
Since then he has several times 
visited England. At present he is 
residing at Eome. 

GEDEIT, The Eev. John Burt, 
born at Hastings, May 4, 1822, was 
educated at Kmgswood School, near 
Bristol 5 entered the Wesleyan 
ministry in 1846 j from 1846 to 
1851 was Assistant Tutor in the 
Wesleyan Theological College, 
Eichmond, Surrey; and in 1856 
was appomted Professor of Hebrew 
and Classics in the Wesleyan Theo- 
logical College, Bidsbury, near 
Manchester, which office he still 
holds. In 1870 Mr. Geden be- 
came a member of the Old Testa- 
ment Company for the Revision of 
the Bible. He has written " The 
Boctrine of a Euture Life as con- 
tained in the Old Testament Scrip- 
tures," and Bidsbury Sermons.'^ 

GEIKIE, Archibald, FES, 
born in Edinburgh in 1835, and 
educated at the High School and 
the University, was appointed to 
the Geological Survey m 1855. He 
is a Fellow of the Eoyal Societies 
of London and Edinburgh, of the 
Geological Society of London, &c , 
is the author of various geological 
memoirs in the Quartei'ly Journal of 
iTie Geological Society, in the Tran- 
sactions of the Royal Society of Edin- 
burgh, in " Memoirs of the Geological 
Survey,” in the Quarterly and North 
British Revieu', in Nature, &c. ; of 
"The Story of a Boulder," 1858; 
"The Life of Professor Edward 
Forbes" (conjointly with the late 
Br. George Wilson), 1861 ; " The 
Phenomena of the Glacial Brift of 
Scotland,^^ 1863 , The Scenery of 
Scotland viewed in connection with 
its Physical Geology,” 1865; "A 
Student^s Manual of Geology ” (in 
conjunction with the late J. B. 
Juhes, 1871), and " Physical Geo- 


graphy," " Geology," in the 
" Science Primers," 1874 ; " Me- 
moir of Sir Roderick I. Murchi- 
son ; with Notices of his Scientific 
Contemporaries, and of the Rise 
and Progress of PalsBOzoic Geology 
in Britain," 2 vols., 1874 ; " Geolo- 
gical Map of Scotland," 1876 ; 
" Class-Book of Physical Geo- 
graphy," 1877, "Outlines of Field- 
Geology,"1879,"GeologicalSketches 
at Home and Abroad," 1882 ; 
and "A Text-book of Geology," 
1882. Mr. Geikie was associated 
with Sir Roderick Murchison in 
working out the true geological 
structure of the Scottish Highlands, 
in the preparation of a Memoir of 
that district, and of a new Geolo- 
gical Map of Scotland, both pub- 
hshed in 1861. On the extension 
of the Geological Survey, in 1867, 
he was appomted Birector of the 
Survey of Scotland, and in Bee., 
1870, he was nominated by Sir 
Roderick Murchison as first occu- 
pant of the new chair of Miner- 
alogy and Geology founded in the 
University of Edinburgh by Sir 
Roderick and the Crown. The 
University of St. Andrews con- 
ferred on him the degree of LL B. 
in Feb., 1872. On the resignation 
of Sir Andrew Ramsay he was, at 
the close of 1881, appointed Birector- 
General of the Geological Survey 
of the United Kingdom, and 
Birector of the Museum of Prac- 
tical Geology, London. 

GEINITZ, Johann Bruno, a 
German geologist, born at Alten- 
burg, Oct. 16, 1814, first studied 
pharmacy in his native town, and 
in 1834 entered the University of 
Berlin. In 1837 he was created 
Boctor of Philosophy by the Uni- 
versity of Jena, and the next year 
he became Assistant Professor of 
Chemistry and Natural Philosophy 
in the Technical Institute of Bres- 
den, which was converted soon 
afterwards into a Polytechnic 
School. In 1850 he was appointed 
Professor of Mineralogy and Geo- 
logy in that institution. Long 
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previously to this he had been 
lecturer on natural history at the 
Pedago^c Institute at Blochmann, 
and keeper of the Eoyal Museum 
of ISIineralogy. Professor G-einitz 
has written a considerable number 
of works and interesting memoirs 
on the geognostic state of certain 
parts of Germany, particularly 
Saxony. 

GELL, The Eight Eev Fhe- 
DEEicK, D D., Bishop of Madras, 
son of the late Eev Philip Gell, of 
Derby, born in 1821, took his B.A. 
degree at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, in 1843, and soon after- 
wards became Fellow and Tutor of 
Chi'ist's College He proceeded to 
the degree of M. A. in 1846 . Having 
been chaplain to the Bishop of 
London, and one of Her Ma3esty’s 
preachers at Whitehall, he, in 
1861, was consecrated to the see of 
Madras. 

GENOA (DUKE OF), Thomas 
Albert Yictoe de Savoy, only son 
of the late Prince Ferdinand, Duke 
of Genoa, the brother of King 
Victor Emmanuel, was born Feb 6, 
1854. After receiving an Enghsh 
education at Harrow School, he 
went through a regular course of 
study in the Marine College at 
Genoa, and came out an officer of 
the Eoyal Italian Navy, m which 
capacity he was entrusted with the 
command of the Vettor Pisani, a 
corvette of the first rank, bound on 
a voyage round the world. The 
vessel completed her cruise in 1880, 
and the Duke's journal of the 
voyage was published at the close 
of that year. 

GEOEGE I. (Christian Wil- 
liam Ferhinand Adolphus 
George), Kmg of Greece, second 
son of the King of Denmark, and 
brother of the Princess of Wales, 
born Dec 24, 1845, served for some 
time in the Danish navy. After 
the abdication of Otho I., the late 
Kin g of Greece, in 1863, the vacant 
throne was first tendered by a 
majority of the Greek people to 
Prince Alfred of England, whose 


nomination the English Govern- 
ment refused to accept It was 
then offered to Duke Ernest of 
Saxe-Coburgh Gotha, who dechned 
it , and eventually to Prince 
Christian, who, with the concur- 
rence of his own family and the 
consent of the Great Powers, 

! accepted it, and began to reign as 
King George I. He was married 
at St. Petersburg to the Prmcess 
Olga, daughter of the Grand Duke 
Constantine, Oct. 27, 1867. The 
Princess Olga was born Sept. 3, 
1851. 

GEOEGE, B^enry, bom at Phi- 
ladelphia, Sept. 2, 1839. He at- 
tended the public schools until 
1853, when he went into a countmg- 
room, and then to sea, learning 
something of printing in the mean- 
while In 1858 he reached Cali- 
fornia, where he worked at the case 
again until 1866, when he became 
a reporter and afterwards editor of 
various papers, among them the 
San Francisco Times and Post, He 
was State Inspector of Gas Meters 
for California from 1876 to 1880, 
and Trustee of the San Francisco 
Free Public Library from 1879 to 
1880. In Aug., 1880, he removed 
to New York, where he has since 
resided. He spent a year in Eng- 
land and Ii’eland, 1881-82, where he 
was for a very brief time under 
arrest as a " suspect," but was im- 
mediately released upon his identity 
being estabhshed. Mr. George is 
chiefly known through his addresses 
and books upon economic subjects, 
which have attracted wide atten- 
tion throughout America and Ire- 
land. He has published “ Our 
Land and Land PoHcy," 1871 ; ^‘'Pro- 
gress and Poverty," 1879 , and 

Irish Land Question," 1881. 

GEEMANY, Emperor oe. (See 

WILLL4M I.) 

G'EEOME, Jean L]fioN, artist, 
born at Vesoul, Haute-Sa6ne, May 
11, 1824, studied in his native 
place, went to Paris in 1841, and 
entered the studio of Paul Dela- 
roche, under whose direction he

pursued^ for a time, his studies at 
the Ecole des Beaiix-Arts. He re- 
maiaed amder that celebrated artist 
imtil 1844, and accompanied him in 
his voyage to Italy. Eeturning to 
France m 1845, he exhibited, for 
the first time, at the Salon of 1847, 
went on an excursion to Turkey 
and the -eastern banks of the 
Danube m 1853, and to Upper and 
Lower Egypt in 1856. These travels 
famished him with numerous sub- 
jects for his paintings. In Dec., 
1863, he was appomted Professor of 
Painting in the Ecole des Beaux- 
Arts Since 1847, M. Q'er6me has 
exhibited '' The Virgin, the Infant 
Jesus, and Saint John , Bacchus 
and Cupid j ” "A Greek Interior,^' 
the '^Frieze” of the vase com- 
memorative of the Great Exhibition 
held in London in 1851 ; The 
Age of Augustus and the Birth of 
Jesus Christ ; Eembrandt j ” 

Portrait of Eachel j " The Plague 
at Marseilles ; ” ^^The Death of St. 
Jerome;” '^Lioness meeting a Ja- 
guar ; ” Eex Tibicen,” 1874 ; and 
“ L’Eminence Gnse,^' 1874, 
G4r6me obtained a third - class 
medal in 1847, two second-class 
medals in 1848 and 1855, and the 
decoration of the Legion of Honour 
in hTov., 1855. He was decorated 
with the order of the Eed Eagle in 
1869, and appointed a Commander 
of the Legion of Honour in Feb., 
1878. 

GEESTEE, Madame Etelka, was 
bom at Kaschau, in Hungary, June 
16, 1857. At a very early age she 
evinced musical abilities of no ordi- 
nary kind. By the advice of the 
director of the Conservatoire at 
Vienna, who chanced to hear her sing 
at the head of one of the Catholic 
processions in her native town, she 
was placed under the tuition of the 
far-famed Madame Marches!, with 
whom she studied most diHgently for 
t^ee years (1873-76) . In the mean- 
time rumours of her wonderful voice 
had got abroad, and offers were made 
to her from several German towns. 
Etelka, however, declmed these, as 


she was determined to commence her 
career m an Italian school j and in 
Jan., 1876, she made her d>6hut at 
Venice, under the management of 
Signor Gardini, in the character of 
Gilda, in VerdPs Eigoletto,” and 
with wonderful success. Almost at 
once followed the parts of Ophelia, 
Lucia, Amina in “ La Somnambula ” 
and “ Marguerite,” which Itist cha- 
racter she at first sang, as it was 
originally written, in French. Her 
next triumph was at Berlin, where 
she created such a furore as had 
never been known previously in the 
German capital The demand for 
places was so great that the 
administration of the theatre was 
compelled to ask the public to a^iply 
by writing, and it is said that 
more than 21,000 applications w'ero 
refused. She then made a short 
sojourn at Buda-Pesth, where she 
appeared in the operas of 
Somnambula” and '^Hamlet.” The 
'^Hungarian Nightingale,” as she 
has been called, next went to St. 
Petersburg and Moscow, where 
she carried everything before her, 
and was, at the Empei’or's ex- 
press desire, appointed Kammor- 
sangerin.” For her co-oporjition iii 
the Court concerts His Majesty 
presented her with 4,000 marlcs and 
a handsome hracelot, while the 
Empress gave her a iiuij»nificent 
chain ornamented with p(*arlH and 
diamonds After she had sung at 
Pesth and Breslau, Mr. Mapleson 
had the good fortune to secure her, 
and she came to London Here slio 
first sang before an English auditmee 
on June 23, 1877, m "La Somnaiii- 
bula.” She at once became a gr(‘at 
favourite with the English ptiblic, 
and her performances at Her Majes- 
ty's Theatre during the season of 
1878, were a continued series of 
triumphs. 

GIBEALTAE, Bishop op. (See 
Sandeobd.) 

GIBSON, The Eioht Hon. 
Thomas Milneb, bom at Trinidad, 
in 1807, the only son of the late 
Major T. Milner-Gibson, of the 27tlx 
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regiments was educated at tlie 
CliarterlLOuse, and graduated B.A. 
in 1830^ as a wrangler, at Trinity 
College, Cambridge. He was re- 
turned in Aug., 1837, as member 
in the Conservative interest for 
Ipswicb; and having changed his 
opinions, resigned his seat, and 
appealed, in 1839, once more to his 
constituents. He was defeated, 
and remained for some time out of 
Parliament, having m Sept., 1839, 
contested the borough of Cam- 
bridge, without success During this 
interval he entered into the great 
movement which had for its object 
the abolition of the duty on corn, and 
became one of the most successful 
orators of the League. In 1841 he 
was invited to stand for Manchester, 
and after a close contest with Sir 
G-eorge Murray was, in July, re- 
turned for that important con- 
stituency. In 1846, at the conclu- 
sion of the Anti-corn-law agitation, 
when Lord John Bussell h^ taken 
office, and declared that his general 
policy was to carry out to their 
aatural consequences the principles 
of free trade embodied in Sir 
Eobert PeeTs legislation, the 
minister thought to strengthen his 
government by obtaining the aid of 
some of the leading members of the 
League. Mr Gibson was accordingly 
appomted Vice-President of the 
Board of Trade, which office he 
held until it was thought that his 
connection with the Government 
might embarrass him in his rela- 
tions with his constituents. In 
April, 1848, he resigned, and iden- 
tified himself so completely with the 
Peace party,” during the struggle 
with Bussia, that he was defeated 
at Manchester at the general elec- 
tion in March, 1857, but was shortly 
afterwards returned for Ashton- 
under-Lyne, which he represented 
till Dec., 1868. In 1859 he was 
appointed President of the Board 
Df Trade, with a seat in the Cabinet. 
Mr. Milner-Gibson took an active 
part in urging upon Parliament, 
and in other ways promoting, the 


repeal of what have been desig- 
nated the " Taxes on Knowledge 
viz , the newspaper stamp, the 
advertisement duty, and the excise 
on paper, and his public services 
in this respect were recognized by a 
testimonial in 1861. Mr Milner- 
Gibson, who was made a Privy 
Councillor in 1846, resigned the 
Presidency of the Board of Trade 
on the dissolution of the Bussell 
ministry in Jime, 1866. He un- 
successfully contested Ashton- 
under-Lyne in 1868. 

GLEBS, Nicholas Cablovitoh, 
a Bussian statesman, was born May 
9 (O.S.), 1820 iiter passmg 
through the course of science at 
the Imperial Lyceum of Czarskoe 
Selo, he entered the Asiatic De- 
partment of the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs, being then 18 years of age. 
In 1841 he was attached to the 
Bussian Consulate in Moldavia, and 
in September, 1848, he was sent by 
Imperial order to the head-quarters 
of the Bussian troops m Transyl- 
vania during the Hungarian cam- 
paign, as a diplomatic official under 
the Commander-in-Chief, General 
Lueders. For his untiring industry 
and the zealous fulfilment of his 
duties m this capacity, he was 
made a Court Councillor, and re- 
ceived the Order of St. Stanislas of 
the fourth class. On his return 
from Transylvania in 1850, he was 
sent as First Secretary of Embassy 
to Constantinople; and thence, m 
1853, he was transferred to Bou- 
mania as Director of the Chancery 
of the Commissary-Plenipotentiary 
in the then Principahties of Wal- 
lachia and Moldavia, where he re- 
mained 12 months. On war break- 
ing out with Turkey he was attached 
to the Mmistry of Foreign Affairs, 
and despatched in 1855, with im- 
portant instructions, to the Gover- 
nors-General of Hew Bussia and 
Bessarabia. In 1856 he was created 
a Councillor of State and appointed 
Consul-General to Egypt ; and, 
after two years, in the same capa- 
city to Wallachia and Moldavia, re- 
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ceiving tlie title of Actual Coun- 
cillor of State. Eor his many im- 
portant services at the latter post, 
during a period of five years, the 
Emperor decorated him with the 
Order of St. Anne of the first class. 
On Aug. 1, 1863j he was made 
Ambassador Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary at Tehe- 
ran, where he remained till 1869. 
His residence at the Persian Court 
is said to have greatly contributed 
towards the consohdation of its 
friendly relations with Eussia. He 
was then made Privy Councillor, 
and decorated with the insignia 
of St. Vladimir of the second 
class. M. Griers was appointed in 
1869 Minister at Berne, where he 
remained tln-ee years (bemg suc- 
ceeded by the son of Prince Gfort- 
chahoff) ; and was then transferred 
in the same capacity to Stockholm 
in the room of M. Daschakofi. 
While acting as Ambassador in 
Sweden he received the high Eus- 
sian Orders of the White Eagle and 
St. Alexander Hevsky. When the 
Swedish Eling went to Eussia in 1875, 
Privy Councillor Griers was called 
to St Petersburg and remained 
near his Majesty throughout his 
stay. Soon afterwards, in Dec., 
1875, he was appointed Adjunct to 
the Mmister of Foreign Affairs and 
Director of the Asiatic Department, 
with a seat m the Senate. In this 
capacity he had to direct his atten- 
tion to the controversies which 
periodically arise in Central Asia 
between Eussia and England j and 
he generally contrived to terminate 
any negotiations on such subjects 
to the advantage of the former 
Power. In 1876 the dii*ection of 
foreign affairs was altogether con- 
fided to him during the absence of , 
Prince Gortchakoff; and again in 
1877, for seven months, durmg tlie 
war with Turkey The late Em- 
peror, on returmng from Bulgaria, 
expressed liis thanks to M Giers 
for his able direction of the Minis- 
try ; and created him an Actual 
Privy Councillor. While Pnnce 


Gortchakoff was attending the 
Berlin Congress, M. Giers for the 
third time took his place ; anc 
as the Imperial Chancellor was nevei 
afterwards able to transact business 
for any long period, and was almosi 
constantly abroad for the sake ol 
his health, it may be said that from 
the conclusion of the Treaty of 
Berlin M. Giers was, to all in 
tents and purposes, the sole guar- 
dian of the foreign affairs of Eussia 
In April, 1882, on the retirement of 
Prince Gortchakoff, he was advanced 
to the post of Mmister for Foreign 
Affairs. M. Giers is married tc 
a Princess Kantakuzene, who is a 
niece of Pnnce Gortchakoff. 

GIFFAED, SiK Hardinge Stan- 
ley, M P., son of the late Stanley 
Lees Giffard, LL.D , barrister-at- 
law, was born in 1825, and educated 
at Merton College, Oxford (B.A 
1852, M.A., 1855) He was called 
to the bar of the Inner Temple in 
1850, and went the South Wales 
circuit. He obtained a silk gown 
in 1865. He twice unsuccessfully 
contested Cardiff in the Conserva- 
tive mterest — ^namely, at the elec- 
tion of Hov , 1868, and again at the 
general election of Feb., 1874 He 
was appointed Solicitor-General in 
Mr. Disraeli's administration in 
Hov., 1875, when Sir John Holkor 
was promoted to the Attorney- 
Generalship. On this occasion he 
received the honour of knighthood. 
He finally succeeded in getting a 
seat in the House of Commons in 
Feb., 1877, when he was elected for 
Launceston He went out of olfice 
with his party in April, 1880. 

GIGLIUCCI, Countess. (Bee 
Hovello ) 

GILBEET, Sir John, E.A., 
President of the Eoyal Society of 
Pamters in Water-Colours, was 
born in 1817. In 1830 his first 
exhibited picture, a water-colour 
drawing, The Arrest of Lord 
Hastmgs by the Protector, Eichard 
Duke of Gloucester,” was in tha« 
Suffolk Street Gallery, and an oil 
painting was in the Eo;y'al Academy, 
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then at Somerset Houses in the 
same year. In 1839 he first exhi- 
bited at the British Institution, 
and from that time has been almost 
constantly represented at that 
Gallery, and occasionally at the 
Eoyal Academy. His best-known 
oil pictures are — ^^Don Quixote 
giving advice to Sancho Panza," 
followed by many other subjects 
from Cervantes; ''The Education 
of Gil Bias ; a scene from " Tris- 
tram Shandy "Othello before 
the Senate ; " The Murder of 

Thomas Becket,” "The Plays of 
Shakspere,*' a l^d of tableau, in 
which the principal characters in 
each play are introduced ; " Charge 
of Cavaliers at Kaseby ; "A 
Drawing-room at St. James's , ” 
"A Regiment of Royalist Cavalry;” 
" Rubens and Teniers,” " The Studio 
of Rembrandt;” "Wolsey and 
Buckingham ; ” "A Convocation of 
Clergy , ” and " The Entry of Joan 
of £rG into Orleans ” More re- 
cently he has exhibited at the 
Royal Academy, " The Field of the 
Cloth of Gold,” in 1874 , " Tewkes- 
bury Abbey *. Queen Margaret 
carried prisoner to Edward after 
the battle of Tewkesbury ; ” "Mrs 
Gilbert,” and "Don Quixote and 
Sancho at the Castle of the Duke 
and Duchess,” in 1875; "Crusa- 
ders,” and " Richard II. resigning 
the Crown to Bohngbroke,” in 
1876 ; "Cardinal Wolsey at Leices- 
ter Abbey,” and " Doge and Senators 
of Venice,” in 1877 ; " Ready 1 ” and 
" May-dew,” in 1878. As an illus- 
trator of books, pictorial newspapers, 
and other weekly publications, his 
name has, for a long period, been 
familiar to the pubhc. He contri- 
buted in this way to the Illustrated 
London News for many years, from 
the first number of that journal, 
but has for some time ceased to do 
so. Most of the best editions of 
the British classics have been illus- 
trated by him, concluding with an 
edition of Sh^spere, a work upon 
which he was occupied for many 
years. In 1853 he was elected 


an Associate, in 1853 a member, 
and m 1871 the President of the 
Society of Painters in Water- 
Colours, in whose gallery he has 
been a constant exhibitor. He 
shortly afterwards received the 
honour of knighthood. He is a 
honorary member of the Royal 
Society of Painters in Water-Colours 
of Belgium, of the Society of Artists 
of Belgium, and Honorary President 
of the Liverpool Society of Water- 
Colour Painters. He was elected 
an Associate of the Eoyal Academy, 
Jan. 29, 1872, and an Academician, 
June 29, 1876. He is a Chevalier 
of the Legion of Honour. 

GILBERT, John Thomas, F.S. A., 
M R.S A., was born m 1829, in 
Dublin, in which city his father 
was Consul for Portugal and Al- 
garve. He was educated at Dublin 
and in England; was appointed 
Secretary of the Pubhc Record 
Office of Ireland in 1867, and held 
that post till its abohtion m 1875. 
He is now editor of " Fac- 
similes of National MSS. of Ire- 
land,” in course of publication, by 
command of Her Majesty, Queen 
Victoria; Inspector of MSS. in 
Ireland for the Royal Commission 
on Historical MSS. ; Librarian and 
Member of the Council of the Royal 
Irish Academy, Dublin ; Fellow of 
the Society of Antiquaries of Lon- 
don; one of the four trustees ap- 
pointed by the Crown for super- 
intending the National Library of 
Ireland, Dubhn ; Hon. Professor of 
Archaeology in the Royal Academy 
of An’ts, Dubhn ; editor of a series 
of publications entitled "Historic 
Literature of Ireland,” and also 
editor in the collection of "Chro- 
nicles and Memorials of Great 
Britain and Ireland.” Mr. Gilbert 
has devoted much attention to un- 
pubhshed records and historic ma- 
terials — especially those connected 
with Iretod. In recognition of 
some of his services in these direc- 
tions, the Royal Irish Academy 
awarded to him its prize gold 
medal ; and the Corporation of 
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Dublin thanked him for his labours 
in relation to the ancient muni- 
ments of the metropolis of Ireland. 
As member of the Council of the 
Royal Irish Academy, and its 
honorary Librarian, he gave a vast 
impetus to Celtic studies by effect- 
ing the pubhcation of some of the 
most important manuscripts the 
Irish language. Mr. Grilberfc's princi 
pal published works are — '' History 
of the City of Dublin," 3 vols., 8vo, 
1834-59 ; History of the Viceroys 
of Ireland, 1172-1509," 1865 j "His- 
torical and Municipal Documents 
of Ireland, A.n. 1172-1320," 8vo 
1870 j " National Manuscripts of 
Ireland," 4 vols. large foho, already 
issued ; " History of Affairs in Ire- 
land, 1641-1652," 6 parts, 1879-1881 ; 

History of the Irish Confederation 
and the War in Ireland, 1641-43,^ 
2 vols., 1882 ; various Treatises on 
History and the Literature of G-reat 
Britain and Ireland, published by 
the Royal Commission on Histori- 
cal Manuscripts, London, 1870-83 
and "The Chartulary of the Cis- 
tercian Abbey of St. Mary, near 
Dublin," 1883. 

GILBERT, JosiAH, bom at the 
Independent College, Rotherham, 
Yorkshire, Oct 7, 1814, son of the 
Rev. Joseph Gilbert, grandson of 
the Rev. Isaac Taylor, of Ongar, 
was educated chiefly at home, 
became afterwards a student in the 
Royal Academy, practised as a 
portrait-painter for some years in 
London, but has hved since 1843 at 
Marden Ash, Ongar, engaged in 
hterary and artistic pursuits He 
is the author of "Art, its Scope 
and Purpose," 1858; "Cadore, or 
Titian^s Country," 1869 ; " Art and 
Religion," 1871: and joint author 
of " The Dolomite Mountains," 
1864; and edited "Autobiography 
and other Memorials of Mrs. Gil- 
bert (formerly Ann Taylor)," 1875, 
which has gone through 4 editions. 
Mr. Gilbert is a member of the 
Alpine Club. 

GILBERT, William Schwbnck, 
B.A„ was bom Nov. 18, 1836, at 


17, Southampton Street, Strand, 
London, and educated at Great 
Ealing School. He took the degree 
of B A. at the Dniversity of London, 
was called to the bar of the Inner 
Temple in Nov., 1864 ; was Clerk in 
the Privy Council Office from 1857 
to 1862 ; and was appointed Captain 
of the Royal Aberdeenshire High- 
landers (Mihtia) in 1868. Mr. Gil- 
bert is well known as a dramatic 
author and contf ibutor to periodical 
hterature. His first piece, "Dul- 
camara,” was produced at the St. 
James's Theatre, in Jan., 1866. He 
IS also author of " An Old Score ; " 
" The Princess ; " " Ages Ago , " 
"Randall's Thumb;" "Creatures 
of Impulse , " " A Sensation Novel ; " 
"Happy Arcadia" (Gallery of Il- 
lustration) j "The Palace of Truth," 
a fairy comedy in three acts, brought 
out in Nov., 1870 ; " Pygmalion and 
Galatea," a fairy comedy, in three 
acts, brought out in Dec., 1871; 
" The Wicked World,'' a fairy 
comedy in three acts, brought out 
in Jan., 1873; and "Charity," a 
play in four acts, brought out in 
Jan., 1874, at the JHaymarket 
Theatre, where the three preceding 
pieces had also first appeared. 
" Sweethearts," a dramatic contrast 
in two acts, was produced at the 
Prince of Wales's Theatre, in Nov., 
1874. "Broken Hearts," a fairy 
comedy, was produced at the Court 
Theatre, in 1876, "Tom Cobb," a 
three act farcical comedy, at the 
St. James's in the same year, and 
"Trial by Jury" (written in con- 
junction with Dr. Arthur Sulhvan), 
at the Royalty. This was followed 
by "Dan'l Druce,” a three act 
drama, at the Haymarket ; and this 
agam by " Engaged," a three act 
farcical comedy, at the same theatre; 
the " Ne'er-do-Weel" (Olympic, 
Eeb 25, 1878) ; " Gretchon " (Olym- 
pic, March 24, 1879) ; " Eoggerty's 
Eairy,” Criterion ; and the " Sor- 
serer," a two act opera (written 
in conjunction with Dr. Arthur 
Sullivan), which was produced at 
the Opera Comi(^ue in Sept.^ 1877. 
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This was followed by "H.M.S 
Pinaforej^^ which ran for two years 
at that theatre. The "Pirates of 
Penzance/^ which succeeded this 
piece^ ran for more than a year^ 
and Patience^ or Benethome’s 
Bride/' which was produced at the 
Opera Comique m Aprils 1881^ and 
transferred to the new Savoy 
Theatre in Oct., 1881, is still run- 
ning. These operas were all written 
in conjunction with Dr. Arthur Sul- 
livan. "The Palace of Truth" is 
based on a story of Madame de G-en- 
lis, " G-retchen" on the "Paust" 
legend, and "The Princess" on 
Tennyson's poem, but the other 
pieces are origin^. His " Bab Bal- 
lads," origmally pubhshed in Fmi, ' 
have since been printed in a sepa- 
rate form. 

GrILBEETSOH, Euwabd, was 
bom in London in 1813. The early 
years of his hfe were passed in 
various parts of Eussia, the language 
of which country he speaks fluently. 
He left Eussia in 1840, and for 
several years after his return to 
London was a frequent contributor 
of leading articles to the Daily News 
and other papers. In 1857 he be- 
came Secretai’y to the Ottoman 
Bank in London, and during the 
following^ four years paid several 
visits of inspection to the branches 
at Beyrout, Smyrna, and Constan- 
tinople. In 1861 he undertook the 
management of the bank in the 
latter city, and in 1862, as member 
of the Financial Commission, had 
the chief direction, under Edhem 
Pasha, of the operations for with- 
drawing the Caime, for which service 
he received the third class of the 
Mejidi4.^ In 1863 he was one of the 
signatories of the concession of the 
Imperial Ottoman Bank, and from 
t^t date until May, 1871, was As- 
sistant Director-General of the bank 
at Constantinople. He has taken 
an active part in negotiaiang all 
the Turkish public loans in which 
the bank was interested since 1858, 
and has been a member of various 
flnancial commissions formed by the 


Ottoman Government ; such as that 
for the amelioration of the system 
of 'public accounts, for the Budget 
of 1867, &c. The Sultan, in recog- 
nition of his services to the imperial 
treasury, has conferred on him the 
order of the Osmanie of the third 
class. Upon his arrival in England, 
in May, 1871, he was unanimously 
elected a member of the committee 
of the Bank in London. 

GILES, The Eev. John Allen, 
D.C .L., bom at Mark, Somersetshire, 
Oct. 26, 1808, was educated at the 
Charterhouse and Corpus Christi 
College, Oxford, where he graduated 
B.A. as a double first-class in 1828, 
and became a fellow of his college. 
He was appointed Head Master of 
the City of London School in 1836, 
which post he resigned in 1840. 
He was curate of Bampton, Ox- 
fordshire, from 1845 to 1854; was 
in charge of the parish of Perivale 
from 1857 to 1861 ; and was collated 
to the rectory of Sutton, Surrey, 
in 1867. He has been a prolific 
writer on educational, antiquarian, 
and ecclesiastical subjects, and, 
amongst other books, has edited or 
translated the works of Lanfranc, 
of the Venerable Bede; "Letters 
of St. Thomas of Canterbury;" 
"Codex Apocryphus Hovi Testa- 
ment! ; " " Scnptores Grasci Mi- 
nores ; " " Terentii Comoedise ; " 

" Severi Sancti Carmen," and ‘’-‘^The 
Works of King Alfred the Great." 
He is the author of "Life and 
Times of Alfred the Great;" "Life 
and Letters of Thomas Beckett;" 

" Hebrew Eecords," 1850; "Chris- 
tian Eecords," 1853 ; " The History 
of Bampton;" "The History of 
Witney;" "History of the An- 
cient Britons ; " " First Lessons on 
Various Subjects;" "Story-book 
of English History;" "Keys to 
the Classics," &c., about 160 volumes 
altogether. 

GILL, David, bom June 12, 
1843, is the eldest son of the late 
Mr. David Gill, of Blaarythai, 
Aberdeenshire, by ’ Margaret, 
daughter of Mr. Gflbert Mitchell, 
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of Savock, in the same county 
He was edncated at Marischal Col 
lege, Aberdeen. He obtained hii 
&rst experience in practical astro 
nomy in the observatory at Aber- 
deen, and in a private observatory 
whiob. be erected in the same city 
Mr. C-ill was associated with Lord 
Lindsay in the designs and details 
of the large observatory founded 
by that nobleman at Dunecbt in 
1870, taking the position as chief 
of the staff. He thus became en 
gaged in the organisation of th( 
expedition to the Mauritius, fitted 
out by Lord Lindsay, for the obser- 
vation of the transit of Venus, on 
which occasion advantage was taken 
of the circumstance of a heliometer 
formmg part of the equipment to 
determine the sun^s distance b; 
measures of the planet Juno. Th' 
details of this work were published 
by Lord Lindsay as the joint worl 
of hinself and Mr. Q-ill. In con 
neotion with the same expedition 
Gill arranged and personally 
conducted the whole of the chrono 
metric and telegraphic longitude 
determinations connecting Berlin 
Malta, Alexandria, Suez, Aden 
Bombay, Seychelles, B^union, Mau- 
ritius, and Eodsiguer. It was 
while engaged upon these opera- 
tions that he undertook, at the re- 
quest of the Khedive, the measure- 
ment of the first base line of the 
geodetic survey of Egypt In 1877 
Mr. Gill laid before the Boyal 
Astronomical Society a proposal to 
determine the sun^s distance, by 
heliometrie observations of the 
planet Mars about the very favour- 
able apposition of that year. The 
proposal having been accepted, Mr. 
Gill proceeded to the island of 
Ascension, being occupied there 
about six months in the necessary 
preparations and carrying out of 
the scheme In 1879 he was ap- 
pomted Astronomer Eoyal at the 
Cape of Good Hope. He married, 
in 1870, Isabel Sarah, second 
daughter of Mr. John Black, of 
Linhead, N.B. (this lady is the . 


authoress of Six Months in 
Ascension . Mr. Gill is a Com- 
mander of the Order of the Mcd- 
jidie, and the writer of various 
astronomical papers. 

GILL, Edmund, landscape 
painter, was born Nov. 29, 1820, at 
28, Sydney Street, City Eoad, m the 
parish of Clerkenwell. His father, 
who was apprenticed to a japanner, 
soon left this trade to follow the 
profession of an artist, never having 
received any instruction in the ai’t, 
and he was occasionally an exhibitor 
at the Eoyal Academy. The father 
settled at Ludlow, in Shropshire, 
where the son, who received some 
instruction in water-colour painting 
under an old pupil of Glover’s, was 
attracted by the picturesque scenery 
around their place of residence, and 
resolved to adopt landscape paint- 
ing as a profession. The family 
afterwards removed to Hereford. 
In 1841 young Gill came to London, 
and two years later he was admitted 
a student at the Eoyal Academy. 
To the exhibitions of the Academy 
he has been a regular contiibutor. 
With a few exceptions his numerous 
pictures are drawn from the scenery 
of Wales or Scotland; from the 
rocky coast, with stormy sea effects ; 
river scenes, ^vith waterfalls under 
various aspects, in the flood, or 
gentle cascade Among his works 
we may mention "A Storm Scene 
at St. Gowan’s” (1816), ^'Eall of 
the Llugwy, Bettws-y-Coed ” (1860) ; 

Ehiadr Bu, North Wales ” (1861) , 

On the Elver Lledi*, North Wales ” 
(1864) ; " Fall on the Eiver Clyde, 
Cora Linn’’ (1866) ; ^^Tho Waters 
dividing from the Dry Land,” as 
expressed in the Book of Genesis 
(1869); ‘^Waterfall on the Eiver 
Mellte, South Wales ” (exliibited at 
the Crystal Palace, 1872) ; A Ship- 
wreck on a Eocky Coast” (1867) ;

GILLMOEE, Gineral Quincy 
Adams, born in Loraine county. 
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OHio, Feb. 28, 1825. In 1849 he 
graduated at West Point, and -was 
employed as second-lieutenant of 
engineers on the fortifications in 
Hampton Hoads. From 1852 till 
1856 he performed the duties of 
assistant-instructor in practical en- 
gineering at W est Point. Soon after 
the commencement of the ciTil war 
he was made Captain of Engineers, 
and had charge of the operations 
agamst Fort i^aski, on the Savan- 
nah river, Georgia, in Feh., 1862. 
Having been promoted to the rank 
of Brigadier-General of Volunteers, 
he was ordered to the West as Com- 
mander of the district of Western 
Yirginia, and soon after was ap- 
pointed to a division in the Army 
of Kentucky. Ordered to South 
Carolina, he took command of the 
land forces engaged in the siege of 
Charleston . For his services during 
this campaign he was promoted to 
the rank of Major-General of Volun- 
teers He subsequently co-operated 
with Gen. Sherman in his movement 
through South Carolina, and after 
the surrender of the Confederate 
forces was, in June, 1865, placed at 
the head of the new department of 
South Carolina. After the close of 
the war he was mustered out of the 
volunteer service, but holds the 
rank of major in the United States 
Corps of Engineers, and is engineer 
in charge of the defences of the At- 
lantic coast. He is the author of 
Practical Treatise on Limes, 
Hydraulic Cements, and Mortars 
(1863) ; Siege and Heduction of 
Fort Pulaski, Georgia (1863) ; " Offi- 
cial Eeports of Operations against 
the Defences of Charleston Har- 
bour ” (1864) ; " A Supplementary 
Heport on the Engineer and Artil- 
lery Operations ” (1865) j " Coignet- 
Beton and other Artificial Stone'' 
(1871); *'^A Practical Treatise on 
Construction of Hoads, Streets, and 
Pavements " (1876) ; and " Eeport 
on Strength oi the Building Stones 
of the Hnited States" (1876). He 
has also contributed scientmc ar- 
ticles to Appleton's American 


CyclopsBdia " (1873-76), and to 

Johnson's " Universal Cyclopaedia " 
(1874-77). 

GILMAN, Daniel Coit, LL.D , 
. was born at Norwich, Connecticut, 
I July 6, 1831 ; A.B. (Tale Coll.), 
1862. He was Superintendent of 
Schools in New Haven from 1856 to 
1860 ; State Suiierintendent of 
Schools in Connecticut, 1865-66 ; 
Librarian of Tale, 1856-65 ; Profes- 
sor of Physical and Pohtieal Geo- 
graphy at Sheffield Scientific School, 
1868-72 ; President of the University 
of California, 1872-75 ; and since 
1875 has been President of Johns 
Hopkins University, Baltimore. He 
is a m'ember of the American Aca- 
demy of Arts and Sciences, of the 
American Philosophical Society, of 
the American Oriental Society, &c., 
and was elected President of the 
American Social Science Associa- 
tion in 1879. He received the de- 
gree of LL D.from Harvard m 1876. 
He IS the author of many magazine 
articles and educational reports, 
and of " Historical Addresses," 
1859 , " Inaugural Address and Ee- 
ports, University of California," 
1872. 

GIEAUD, Heebebt, M.D., 
Deputy Inspector-General of Her 
Majesty's Bombay army, was bom 
at Faversham, Kent, in 1817, of a 
Waldensian family. He graduated 
with honom's in 1840 in the Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh, where he was 
a member of the so-called Omero- 
mathic Brotherhood," of which the 
naturahst, Edward Forbes, the two 
Goodsirs, George Wilson, J. Hughes 
Bennett, and others since eminent 
in science, were members. In 1842 
he entered the H.E I Co.'s Bombay 
Medical Service, and in that year 
the Liuneean Society published in 
their Transact%ons his "Observa- 
tions on Vegetable Embryology,*' 
which were subsequently embodied 
in several of the British and foreign 
systematic works on botany. In 
1845 he was appointed Professor of 
Chemistry and Botany in the Grant 
Medical College, Bombay, of which 
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institution lie became PrmeipaLand 
also Cbief Medical Officer of Sir 
Jamsetjee Jeejebhoy^s Hospital^ and 
Chemical Analyst to the Bombay 
Government. He was the first to 
mtroduce the study of chemistry 
and botany into W estern India. In 
1863 Dr. Giraud was Syndic and 
Dean of the Faculty of Medicine in 
the University of Bombay. He was 
also on the staff of Lord Elphin- 
stone, of Sir George Clerks and of 
Sir Barbie Frere^ as sm'geon to those 
Governors of Bombay. Dr. Giraud 
has contributed papers on chemical 
and botanical subjects to the Trans- 
actions of the Botanical Society of 
Bdinhurghj the Annals of Natural 
History 3 the London and Edinburgh 
Philosophical Magazinej the Edin- 
burgh Philosophical Journal, the 
Transactions of the Bombay Branch 
of the Royal Asiatic Society , and the 
Transactions of the Medical and Phy- 
sical Society of Bombay. Several of 
his chemical lectures have been 
published. 

GIBDLESTONE, The Ebv. Bd- 
WAKD, born in London, Sept. 6, 
1805, was educated at Balliol Col- 
lege, Oxford, of which he was a 
scholar. He graduated B A. in 
1826, and M A. in 1829 ; became 
Yicar of Deane, Lancashire, in 
1830 ; Canon Residentiary of Bristol 
in 1864 ,* Vicar of St Nicholas with 
St. Leonardos, Bristol, in 1855 j 
Vicar of Wapley, Gloucestershire, 
in 1858 ; Vicar of Halberton, Devon- 
shire, m 1862 ; and Vicar of Olves- 
ton, near Bristol, in March, 1872. 
Mr. Girdlestone is the author of a 
volume of sermons, Reflected 
Truth,^^ and many occasional ser- 
mons and pamphlets. From 1867 
to the present time he has never 
ceased publicly and urgently to ad- 
vocate the cause of the agricultural 
labourer. At a meeting of the 
British Association at Norwich in 
1868 he made the first suggestion 
of ^ an Agricultural Labourers' 
Union ; and subsequently in Lon- 
don, at Exeter, Bristol, Bath, and 
other places, he has read papers. 


and spoken on the same subject, at 
meetings of the British Association, 
the Social Science Congress, and the 
Church Congress. He removed no 
fewer than 600 families from the 
badly paid districts of the west of 
England to the better paid districts 
of the north, and thus gave the first 
impulse to that movement, which 
has now become so general, and 
which is making the improvement 
of the agricultural labourers one of 
the most prominent questions of 
the day. He has always been a 
staunch Protestant, and by sermons 
preached in Bristol Cathedral and 
elsewhere (some of which are pub- 
hshed), as well as by refusing the 
Cathedral pulpit to men of extreme 
opinions, has invariably offered a 
consistent opposition to the advance 
of Ritualism. 

GLADSTONE, John Hall, 
Ph.D., F.R.S., was bom March 7, 
1827, and educated at homo. Ho 
studied chemistry at University 
College, London, under Professor 
Graham j and at Giessen under 
Professor Liebig He took the de- 
gree of Ph.D. in 1848 , lectured on 
Chemistry at St. Thomas' Hospital 
from 1850 to 1852 j was elected a 
Fellow of the Royal Society in 1853 ; 
was a Member of the Royal Com- 
mission on Lighthouses, Buoys, and 
Beacons, from 1859 to 1862 j a 
member of the Gun-Cotton Com- 
mittee (appointed by tbe War 
Office) from 1864 to 1868 ; Fullcrian 
Professor of Chemistry at the Royal 
Institution from 1874 to 1877 ; Pre- 
sident of the Physical Society from 
its formation in 1874 to 1876 ; and 
President of the Chemical Society 
from 1877 to the present time. 
Since 1846 Mr. Gladstone has boon 
constantly engaged in scientific re- 
search, principally in chemistry and 
optics. The results arc g(inc*rally 
published by the Royal and Oh emical 
Societies, and by the British Asso- 
ciation , For many years h e was en- 
gaged also in vanous philanthropic 
and religious movements j and from 
1873 onwards was one of the represon- 
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tatives of the Chelsea division on 
the School Board for London , and he 
is chairman of the Books Suh-Com- 
mittee He is the author of The 
Biography of Michael Faraday/' 
Bond. lS72j "Pomts of supposed 
Colhsion between the Scriptures 
and Natural Science : a lecture de- 
livered in connection with the 
Christian Evidence Society/' Lond. 
1872 ; Miracles as Credentials of a 
Eevelation: a lecture delivered in 
the new Hall of Science^ Old Street, 
City Eoad, under the auspices of 
the Christian Evidence Society/' 
1873; "Spelling Eeform, from an 
Educational Point of View/' Lond. 
1878 ; and upwards of fifty memoirs 
in the Philosophical Transactions 
GLADSTONE, The Eight Hon 
William: Ewaet, M P., fourth son 
of the late Sir John Gladstone, Bart , 
of Basque, county lGneai*dine, N.B., 
a well-known merchant of Liver- 
pool, born there. Dee 29, 1809, was 
educated at Eton and Christ Church, 
Oxford, of which he was nominated 
a student in 1829, and gi'aduated, 
taking a double first-class in Mi- 
chaelmas term, 1831. Having spent 
some time in a continental tour, 
he was returned, at the general 
election in Dec., 1832, in the Con- 
servative interest, for Newark, and 
entered Parliament just as the 
struggle of parties was at its height. 
On Jan. 25, 1833, he entered Lin- 
coln's Inn, and when he had been a 
member for six years and three 
months, petitioned to have his name 
removed from the books of the So- 
ciety, on the ground of his having 
given up his intention of being 
called to the bar. In the House of 
Commons, his mercantile origin, 
the success of his university career, 
his habits of business, and his high 
character, recommended him to the 
notice of Sir Eobert Peel, who, in 
Dec., 1834, appointed him to a 
junior Lordship of the Treasury, 
and m Feb., 1835, Under-Secretary 
for Colonial affairs. Mr. Gladstone 
retired from office, with his minis- 
terial leader, in April, and remained 


in opposition until Sir Eobert Peel's 
return to power m Sept., 1841. On 
accepting office under Sir Eobert 
Peel, in 1841, as Vice-President of 
the Board of Trade and Master of 
the Mint, Mr. Gladstone was sworn 
a member of the Privy Council. In 
his new position he had to explain 
and defend in the Lower House of 
Parliament the commercial policy 
of the Government , and in the dis- 
charge of this duty he had whatever 
advsmtage his mercantile origin and 
connection could give him. The 
revision of the tariff m 1842 was 
almost entirely the result of his 
energy and industry. When this 
laborious work was brought before 
the House of Commons, it was found 
to be as admirably executed in its 
details as it was complete in its 
mastery of general prmciples, and 
it received the sanction of both 
Houses with scarcely an alteration. 
In 1843, Mr. Gladstone succeeded 
the Earl of Eipcn as President of 
the Board of Trade, but resigned 
that office early in 1845. In Jan., 
1846, Sir Eobert Peel announced 
his intention of proposing a modifi- 
cation of the Com Laws. Mr. 
Gladstone, who had succeeded Lord 
Stanley (the late Earl of Derby) in 
the post of Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, adhered to the leader 
imder whom he had entered upon 
ministerial life; but, possibly, un- 
willing to remain under obligations | 
to the late Duke of Newcastle, who 
sympathised strongly with the Op- 
position party, resigned his seat for 
Newark, and remained for some 
time out of Parliament At the 
general election in Aug., 1847, he 
was, with the late Sir Eobert Harry 
Lnglis, elected for the Dniversity of 
Oxford. In the Parliament of 1847- 
52, the questions of Dniversity 
form and the removal of Jewi^ 
disabilities were frequently and 
earnestly agitated in the Lower 
House. Though Mr Gladstone's 
early sympathies no doubt bound 
him strongly to the ECigh Church 
and Tory party, yet he felt that on 
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■both, tliese points tlie exigencies o£ 
the times required that some con- 
cessions should he made. He con- 
sequently found himself frequently 
opposed to his former friends, and 
eventually separated himself from 
the great body of the Conservative 
party, in Feb., 1851. At the general 
election in -July following, Mr. 
Gladstone was re-elected for the 
University of Oxford, but not with- 
out a severe contest. On the forma- 
tion of what is generally known as 
the “Coalition" ministry, under 
the Earl of Aberdeen, in Deo., 1852, 
Mr. Gladstone was appointed to the 
Chancellorship of tiie Exchequer, 
m which office the thorough know- 
ledge of finance which he had ac- 
quired in former life, and had tested 
"by practical experience at the Board 
of Trade, proved of the greatest 
assistance to the ministry. After 
the breaking up of the Aberdeen 
administration, or rather, on its 
reconstruction under Lord Palmer- 
ston at the commencement of 1855, 
Mr. Gladstone at first continued to 
occupy the same post, which he re- 
signed in the course of a few weeks, 
on finding that it was not the in- 
tention of the ministry collectively 
to oppose the vote of censure im- 
phed in the resolution of Mr. Eoe- 
buck, in favour of the appointment 
of a committee of inquiry into the 
state of the British army before 
Sebastopol, and the causes of its 
sufferings. For some time Mr. 
Gladstone, who held no public office, 
gave Lord Palmerston^'s ministry an 
independent support. In the winter 
of 1858-9 he accepted, under Lord 
Derby's second cabiuet, a special 
mission to the Ionian Islands, to 
arrange certain difficulties which 
had arisen in the administration of 
that dependency , and in June, 1859, 
resumed office under Lord Palmer- 
ston as Chancellor of the Exchequer. 
In this capacity he was maanly in- 
strumental in repealing the paper 
duty, and in promoting the nego- 
tiations conducted by Mr. Cobden, 
which resulted m the commercial , 


treaty between this country and 
France. Mr. Gladstone, though 
originally very jealous of an inter- 
vention on the part of the State in 
the matter of University Befonn, 
lent the Government from time to 
time very valuable assistance, by 
supporting the suggestions of tlio 
Oxford University Commissioners, 
through his extensive personal and 
official influence with the authori- 
ties of Oxford as one of the repre- 
sentatives of that university in I^ar- 
liament. Besides being eminent as 
a statesman, Mr. Gladstone had ac- 
quired celebrity as an author. His 
first work, a treatise entitled “ The 
State in its Belations with the 
Church," published in 1838 (l-th 
edition enlarged, 2 vols., 1811), and 
followed, in 1841, by his “ Church 
Principles considered in their Be- 
sults," stamped him, while stiU a 
young man, as a deeii and original 
thinker. His views on those sub- 
jects, as they are unfolded in those 
treatises, had, we need scarcely say, 
been formed and moulded by tho 
education and associations of Ox- 
ford, to which university they are 
dedicated as the first-fruits of her 
teaching and training. Soon after 
their appearance, they wore thought 
worthy of a long and elaborate 
criticism by the late Lord Macaulay 
in the pages of the Edinhcrtjh lie- 
view. Mr. Gladstone's “ Bemarks 
on Becent Commercial Legislation," 
published in 18 1«5, while the country 
was on the eve of an important 
change in her commercial system, 
were intended to pave the way for 
the extensive modification in tho 
restrictions on commerce imposed 
by the com laws, and contain an 
able and comprehensive summary 
of the beneficial results of tho tariff 
of 1842. In 1851 he published a 
work of a different kind, which 
created considerable interest both 
at homo and abroad. During a visit 
to Naples in tho previous year, ho 
learned that a largo number of 
citizens of that place, who had 
formed the “Opposition" in the 
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Neapolitan Chamber of DepntieSj 
were exiled or imprisoned by King 
Ferdinand^ and that, (it is said) 
above 20,000 of his subjects had 
been thrown into prison on a charge 
of political disaffection. Having 
ascertained the truth of these state- 
ments,. Mr Gladstone wrote to the 
Earl of Aberdeen, urging his inter- 
position on them behalf , and that 
noble lord^s remonstrances proving 
meffectual, he published an indig- 
nant letter on the sub]ect of the 
state prosecutions at Naples, which 
was translated into several foreign 
languages, and was sent by Lord 
Palmerston to our ambassadors and 
ministers on the Contment, with 
orders to forward copies of it to 
their respective courts. In 1858 he 
published an elaborate work on 
Homer ("Studies on Homer and 
the Homeric Age,^' 3 vols.), and in 
July, 1861, he was solicited to be- 
come a candidate, m the Liberal 
interest, for South Lancashire, but 
refused to forsake his former con- 
stituents Having been rej ected by 
the University of Oxford at the 
general election in July, I860, Mr. 
Gladstone was returned, being third 
on the poll, for South Lancashire. 
After the death of Lord Palmerston, 
he became leader of the House of 
Commons, retaining the Chancel- 
lorship of the Exchequer in Lord 
Eussell^s second administration. 
Early in the session of 1866 he 
brought in a Eeform BiU, and a 
motion m committee having been 
carried, June 18, against the Govern- 
ment by eleven votes, Mr. Glad- 
stone and his coEeagues resigned. 
The divisions in the Liberal ranks 
prevented him from defeatmg Mr. 
Disraeli’s Eeform Bill, which he 
strenuously opposed. In the early 
part of the session of 1868, Mr. 
Gladstone brought forward and 
passed through Hie House of Com- 
mons a series of resolutions, having 
for their object the disestablishment 
and disendowment of the Irish 
Church. These resolutions were 
the basis of the Irish Church Sus- 


pensory Bill, which, on May 22, 
was read a second time in the Lower 
House by 312 votes to 258, but was 
soon afterwards rejected in the 
House of Peers by a majority of 95. 
At the general election of 1868 Mr. 
Gladstone stood as one of the candi- 
dates for South-west Lancashire. 
After a fierce contest, the result of 
which excited the most intense in- 
terest throughout the country, he 
was defeated; but this defeat did 
not exclude him from the House of 
Commons, as in anticipation of such 
an event, the electors of Greenwich 
had, a few days previously, re- 
turned him by a large majority, 
as one of the members for that 
borough. On the resignation of 
Mr. Disraeli’s Ministry, in Dec., 
1868, Mr. Gladstone succeeded that 
statesman as First Lord of the 
Treasury. The principal events of 
his administration were the passing 
of the Irish Church Disestablish- 
ment Act (1869), of the Lish Land 
Act (1870), and of the Elementary 
Education Act (1870) , the aboli- 
tion of Purchase in the Army by 
the exercise of the Eoyal Preroga- 
tive, in consequence of an adverse 
vote by the House of Lords on the 
Army Eegulation Bill (1871) ; the 
negotiation of the Treaty of Wash- 
in^on respecting the Alabama 
CMms (1871) ; the passing of the 
BaEot Act (1872) ; and the Judica- 
ture Act (1873). The principal 
measure proposed by the Govern- 
ment in the session of 1873, was the 
University Education ( Ireland ) 
BiE, which was opposed by the 
Eoman CathoEc members, who, 
voting on this occasion with the 
Conservatives, caused the rejection 
of the BiE by 287 votes against 284 
(March 11). Upon this Mr. Glad- 
stone tendered his resignation to 
Her Majesty, and Mr. DisraeE was 
sent for ; but as he declined to take 
office, Mr. Gladstone, though with 
reluctance, undertook (March 16) 
to reconstruct the cabinet. In 
August, 1873, immediately after the 
I close of the session, the cabinet was 
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consideraoly remodelled^ Mr. Glad- 
stone assirming the Chancellorship 
of the Exchequer^ in. addition to 
his office of First Lord of the Trea- 
sury. On Jan. 24 1874, a fortnight 
before both Houses were to have 
met for the despatch of public 
business, Mr. Gladstone took every- 
body by surprise by announcing 
the immediate dissolution of Par- 
liament, and issuing his address to 
his constituents at Greenwich, in 
which he promised to abolish the 
Income Tax. At the general elec- 
tion which ensued, the votes were, 
for the first time, taken by secret 
ballot The result proved most 
disastrous to the Liberal party. 
The returns, completed on Feb. 27, 
showed that 851 Conservatives had 
been elected and 302 Liberals, in- 
clusive of the Home Eulers, who, in 
point of fact, declined to identify 
themselves with either of the old 
political parties. Mr. Gladstone at 
once resigned, and Mr. Bisraeli be- 
came Prime Minister. In the ses- 
sion of 1874, Mr. Gladstone, who 
had been re-elected for Greenwich, 
was rarely to be seen in his place in 
the House of Commons , but at its 
close he offered a persistent opposi- 
tion to the PubUc Worship Eegula- 
tion Bill Even amid the turmoil 
of political life, Mr. Gladstone had 
devoted a portion of his time to 
hterature. His " Ecce Homo,^^ re- 
printed from Good WordSj appeared 
in 1868 ; a pamphlet on the Irish 
Church question, entitled A Chap- 
ter of Autobiography, was pub- 
lished Nov. 23, 1868 , and " Juventus 
Mundi; the Gods and Men of the 
Heroic Age/' in 1869 After his un- 
successful attempt to prevent the 
passing of the Pubhc Worship Eegu- 
lation Act, he contributed to the 
Contemporary Review for Oct., 1874, 
an article on Eituahsm,^^ which 
gave rise to an animated contro- 
versy In it he asserted that " Eome 
had substituted for the proud boast 
of semper eadem a policy of violence 
and change in faith,” that she had 
refurbished and paraded anew i 


every trusty tool she was fondly 
thought to have disused,” that no 
one could become her convert with- 
out renouncing his moral and nion- 
tal freedom, and placing his civil 
loyalty and duty at the mercy of 
another,” and that “ she had equally 
repudiated modern thought and 
ancient history.” Challenged by his 
Eoman Catholic friends to substan- 
tiate these grave charges, Mr. Glad- 
stone published (Nov. 7, 1871') a 
bulky pamphlet entitled “ The Vati- 
can Becrees in their bearing on Civil 
Allegiance : a Political Expostula- 
tion,” which chcited numerous 
elaborate replies from Mgr. Capel, 
Br. Newman, Archbishop Manning, 
and other distinguished members of 
the Eoman Catholic Church. Mr. 
Gladstone's reply to his opponents', 
pubhshed Feb 24, 1875, is entitled 
Vaticanism j an Answer to Eei)lies 
and Eeproofs.” Mr. Gladstone fol- 
lowed up his attacks on the Eoman 
Catholic Church in an article on 
" The Speeches of Pius IX.” in the 
Quarterly Review for J an., 1875 . On 
Jan 13, 1875, three weeks before the 
assembling of Parliament, Mr Glad- 
stone announced in a letter to Earl 
Granville his determination to re- 
tire from the leadership of the 
Liberal party. At the age of sixty- 
five,” he remarked, ‘^and after forty- 
two years of a laborious public life, 
I think myself entitled to retire on 
the present opportunity. This re- 
tirement 18 dictated to mo by my 
personal views as to the best method 
of spending the closing years of my 
Ilf e .” Soon afterwards the Marquis 
of Hartington was chosen by the 
Liberal painty to be their leader in 
the House of Commons. Subse- 
quently, however, Mr. Gladstone 
constantly took part in the discus- 
sions of that assembly. In 1876 lie 
published “ Homeric Synchronism : 
an Inquiry into the Time and Place 
of Homer,” and ‘on Sept. C in the 
same year appeared his famous 
pamphlet on “ Bulgarian Horrors 
and the Question of tho East.” It 
was followed (March 13, 1877) by 
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artother pamplilet;- entitled ‘‘^Les- 
sons in Massacre j an Exposition of 
the Conduct of the Porte m and 
about Bulgaria^ since May, 1876/^ 
Mr. Gladstone took an active part 
in the agitation respecting the mas- 
sacres m Bulgaria, and strenuously 
opposed, both in and out of Parha- 
ment, the pohcy of the Conservative 
) Government, which resulted in the 
i Treaty of Berlin and the signing of 
bhe Anglo-Turkish Convention. In 
»he autumn of 1877 (Oct. 17 — ^hTov. 
p) he paid a visit to Ireland, and 
sas presented with the freedom of 
lie city of Dublm. On Nov. 15 in 
4at year, he was elected Lord 
lector of the University of Glasgow, 
^cceeding Lord Beaconsfield Mr. 
j^dstone sent a letter to the presi- 
^nt of the Greenwich Liberal " Pive 
iundred,^’ on March 9, 1878, stating 
]^at he should only represent the 
borough until the next general elec- 
lion. In the course of the year 1879 
le contributed to the British Quar- 
i^rly Review an article on "The 
livangelical Movement , its Pa- 
rentage, Progress, and Issue and I 
pubhshed a collection of his fugitive 
jrritings under the title of Glean- 
ings of Past Tears At the com- 
mencement of the same year (1879) 
he had been invited to become the 
Liberal candidate for Midlothian, 
and the crowning incident of the 
electoral campaign m the ensuing 
Parliamentary recess was his visit 
to Scotland in connection with his 
purpose of contesting that county 
at the general election. He set out 
from Liverpool for Edmburgh on 
Nov. 21, and from that date, with 
the exception of two days^ rest at 
Taymouth Castle, his life till his 
return to HAwarden on Bee. 9 was a 
long succession of enthusiastic re- 
ceptions and unwearied speech- 
making in condemnation of the 
policy of the Conservative Govern- 
ment. In the course of this tour he 
delivered the rectorial address be- 
'ore the University of Glasgow 
(Dec. 5). On the dissolution of Par- 
lament at Easter, 1880, Mr. Glad- 


stone renewed in Midlothian the 
oratorical tours de force of the pre- 
ceding winter, and he was successful 
in his candidature, polling 1597 
votes against 1368 recorded in 
favour of the Earl of Dalkeith, his 
Conservative opponent. When the 
composition of tlie new House of 
Commons was made known, it ap- 
peared that it consisted of 349 
Liberals, 243 Conservatives, and 60 
Home Eulers. The Earl of Beacons- 
field tendered his resignation to the 
Queen as soon as it was manifest 
that the Liberal party had obtained 
an unquestionable majority. The 
Marquis of Hartington, who had 
been leader of the Opposition in the 
Lower House, and Earl Granville, 
the Opposition leader in the House 
of Peers, were sent for by Her Ma- 
jesty in the first instance, but, in ac- 
cordance with consultations among 
the chiefs of the party, they recom- 
mended the Queen to entrust the 
task of forming a Cabinet to Mr 
Gladstone. He consented to accept 
the duty (April 23), and his Cabinet 
was constructed with a view to con- 
ciliate and to represent the different 
sections of the Liberal majority. 
Mr Gladstone himself superadded 
to his duties as First Lord of the 
Treasury the functions of Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, but he resigned 
the latter office in 1883 mto the 
hands of Mr. Childers. At the be- 
ginmng of August, 1880, the Prime 
Minister was attacked by a serious 
illness, but he soon recovered. In 
order to recruit his strength he re- 
tired temporarily from the strife of 
politics and embarked, as a guest of 
Mr. Donald Currie, on board the 
Grantully Castle, for a tour round 
the Umted Kingdom (Aug 26 — 
Sept. 4). In Oct., 1881, Mr. Glad- 
stone visited Leeds, where he de- 
livered several important speeches. 

GLAISHIBE, James, F.E.S., the 
well-known aeronaut, of humble ex- 
traction, was born early in the cen- 
tury, and whena youth was employed 
in a subordinate capacity at •fiie ob- 
servatory at Madingley, near Cam- 
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bridge. He bas since acquired 
considerable fame as a meteorolo- 
gist. Eor the manner in which he 
has turned to a scientific account 
the results of his experiments 
above the clouds in his balloon 
voyages^, he was chosen a Fellow of 
the Royal Society, June 7, 1849. In 
1865 he was appointed to succeed 
Admiral Fitzroy in the control of 
the Meteorological Department of 
the Board of Trade. His name is 
appended to a work entitled 
^‘'Travels in the Air, a Popular 
Accoimt of Balloon Voyages and 
Ventures ; with recent Attempts to 
accomphsh the Navigation of the 
Air,^^ 1870. 

GLASGOW AND GALLOWAY, 
Bishop op (See Wilson.) 

GLEICHEN (Count), H.S.H., 
Prince Victor Ferdinand 
Francis Eu&ene Gustavus 
Adolphus Constantine Frede- 
ric, of Hohenlohe Langenburg, was 
born at Langenburg, Nov. 11, 1833. 
He is brother oi the reigning 
Prince Hermann Ernest Francis 
Bernard, and son of the late Prince 
Ernest, and the Princess Feodor, 
daughter of the late Prince Emich 
Charles of Leiningen, Prmce Vic- 
tor of Hohenlohe is therefore the 
nephew of Her Majesty the Queen. 
He is a retired captain in the Royal 
Navy, and served in the Baltic 
campaign of 1854, with the Naval 
Brigade before Sebastopol in 1855, 
and in the China war of 1857. In 
common with many members of 
the Royal family, he possesses a 
keen t^e for the arts, and has 
exhibited statues at the Royal 
Academy and other exhibitions of 
sculpture since 1867. Among his 
numerous works may be mentioned 
a fine marble group of "The 
Deluge 5 an ideal figure for his 
mother's grave at Baden, several 
statuettes and busts of members of 
the Royal family, and a monumen- 
tal figure of Sir George Seymour.

Great, in Sicilian marble, for erec- 
tion in the market-place of Wan- 
tage, the birthplace of the Saxon 
monarch.

GLEIG, The Rev Geoe^S 
Robert, the son of a Scotce, 
Bishop, bom in 1796, was educatAi 
at Glasgow and at Balliol Collegi- 
Oxford, which he entered at th- 
eply age of fifteen. After keeping 
six terms, he chose the militai^’** 
profession, received a commissiof 
in 1812, and joined the army oi 
the Duke of Welhngton in 1813 
His career in the Peninsula formed 
the subject of his very amusing 
book, "The Subaltern," published 
in 1825 He served in the campaign 
of Washington, was severely 
wounded at the capture of that 
city, returned to Oxford, completed 
his studies there, and took orders. 
In 1822 he was presented by the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, first to 
the perpetual curacy of Ash, and 
afterwards to the rectory of Ivy- 
church, both in Kent, and in 1841 
was made chaplain of Chelsea Hos- 
pital In 1846 he became Chaplain- 
General to the Forces ; and having 
devised a scheme for the educating 
of the soldiers, was appointed In- 
spector-General of Military Schools, 
and Prebendary of St Paul's. In 
addition to " The Subaltern," he , 
has written Campaigns at Wash-^ 
ington and New Orleans," "The^ 
Story of the Battle of Waterloo," * 
The Life of Lord Clive," "Thol 
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Life of Warren Hastings/^ "Life 
of the Duke of Wellington,” "Me- 
moirs of Sir Thomas Mnnro,” 
" Traditions of Chelsea College and 
Chelsea Pensioners,” Chelsea Vete- 
rans,” "Chronicles of Waltham,” 
"Country Curate,” "The Family 
History of England,” "Germany 
Visited,” " The Hussar,” " Military 
History of Great Britain,” "Sol- 
dier^s Help to Divine Truth,” and 
"Things Old and Hew.” He re- 
signed the office of Chaplain-Gene- 
ral to the Forces in 1875. 

GLOUCESTEE and BEISTOL, 
Bishop of (8ee Ellicott, De ) 

GLOVEE, SiE John Hawlet, 
G C.M G , son of the Eev. John 
Glover, British Chaplain at Cologne, 
was horn m 1829, and entered the 
Vavy at an early age, being ga- 
zetted a lieutenant in 1851. He 
served in the Baltic in 1854 ; was 
appointed to command the Otter 
steam vessel on special service on 
the West Coast of Africa in March, 
1855 , and was promoted to the 
rank of commander in Hov , 1862. 
After cruising about for several 
years on the African coast, he 
quitted the navy, and became at- 
tached to the colonial service as 
Governor of Lagos, an island and 
port on the Guinea Coast. Here 
he established his fame as a suc- 
cessful administrator. One of his 
most important acts while he occu- 
pied this position, was the raismg of 
a force of Mohammedan soldiers, or 
armed policemen, eimgrants from 
the country of Houssa, and a loyal 
band of Musselmen, from the 
Toruba country, with which he 
contrived to repress the turbulent 
and contumacious tribes in the 
neighbourhood, and to inspire them 
with respect for the British Go- 
vernment. Captain Glover re- 
signed the Governorship of Lagos 
in 1872, and in the foUowmg year 
was nominated Special Commis- 
sioner to the friendly native chiefs 
in the British Settlements on the 
Gold Coast, and was entrusted 
with the duty of collecting a force. 


many thousand strong, to take the 
Ashantees by the right flank by 
marching north-west from the 
Volta river. At the close of Dec. 
he crossed that stream with a force 
of 12,000 men, ~ and proceeded 
towards the river Prah. When 
within twenty miles of Coomassie, 
at a place c^ed Adumassie, Com- 
niissioner Glover halted imtil Feb. 
8, 1874, on which date he received 
news of the capture of the Ashan- 
tee capital by Sir Garnet Wolseley. 
Subsequently he opened communi- 
cations with Sir Garnet, and 
marched through the capital to the 
coast without opposition. On his 
return to England he received for 
his services tiie thanks of Parlia- 
ment and the Grand Cross of the 
Order of SS. Michael and George. 
He was appointed Governor of 
Newfoundland in Jan., 1876, and 
held that post till June, 1881, when 
he was appointed Governor of the 
Leeward Islands. 

GLYH, IsABBLiiA, a distmguished 
actress, was bom at Edinburgh, 
May 22, 1825. The strict Presby- 
terian views of her family led them 
to oppose her inclination for the 
stage j but coming by chance 
among a company of amateurs, who 
were engaged in getting up a per- 
formance for the St. James's Thea- 
tre, in London, she took the lead- 
ing female character. At Paris, 
under M. Michelot, of the Con- 
servatoire, she commenced her edu- 
cation for the French stage; and 
returning home m 1846, was ad- 
vised to devote herself wholly to 
the English drama. Mr. Charles 
Kemble volunteered to add her in 
the study of Shakspere, and mter- 
esting himself warmly in her pro- 
fessional career, secured for his 
pupil a hearing at the Theatre 
Eoyal, Manchester, Nov. 8, 1847, in 
the part of Lady Constance in 
‘‘ King John,” which led to an en- 
gagement at the Olympic, where 
she appeared as Lady Macbeth- On 
the retirement of Mrs. ’Warner from 
Sadler's Wells Theatre, Miss Glyn 
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was invited to fill tlie vacancy, and 
commenced a series of performance! 
in Sept., 1848, as Yolnmnia, in 
Coriolanus.” Tlie favourable im 
pression made by her in this charac 
ter was confirmed by her represen 
tation of Hermione, Belvidera, and 
more particularly of Queen Eather 
ine. During the season of 1849 
she appeared not merely in these 
characters with mcreasmg effect 
but in several others, such as Mar 
garet of Anjou j Portia ; Isabella 
in ‘^Measure for Measure,-^’ 
Emilia, in "Othello;^" Cleopatra 
and Juha, in the “Hunchback.^ 
Dui’ing the third year of her en- 
gagement, Miss Grlyn achieved 
another triumph in Southern’s 
tragedy of “ Isabella,” traditionally 
regarded as a test of the power of 
a great actress, and produced a re- 
markable impression as Bianca, in 

Eazio,” and in 1852 by her repre- 
sentation of the part of the 
Duchess of Malfi, in Webster’s 
play of that name. Miss G-lyn has 
given, in the metropolis and the 
provinces, readings from Shak- 
spere, which have proved very suc- 
sessful, and reappeai’ed at the 
Prmeess’s as Cleopatra, in May, 
1SG7. She went to the United 
States on a lecturing torn.’ in 1870. 
Miss Glyn was married at Glas- 
gow, in 1853, to Mr. Dallas, but the 
marriage was, on her petition, dis- 
solved by the Divorce Court m 
1874. Mr Dallas died on Jan. 17, 
1879. 

GEEIST, BijdolpHj Doctor of 
Laws, regular Professor in the 
Eaculty of Jurisprudence in the 
University of Berlin, was born in 
that city, Aug. 13, 1816. After the 
usual course of study at the gym- 
.nasium and university, he adopted 
the legal profession, and in 1833 
became Auscultator.” In 1841 he 
was Assessor before the Superior 
Cou^, or "" Chamber,” and in 1846 
Assistant- Judge in the Supreme 
TribunaJ.^ This post, and with it 
the judicial career, he abandoned 
m 1850. Already, m 1839, he was a 


privat-docent in law , in 1844, pro- 
fessor; in 1872-4, rector and pro- 
rector. His parliamentary career 
began in 1848, with a seat, which 
he still retains, in the Municipal 
Council. From 1858 to the present 
time, he has been a member of the 
Prussian Lower House ; in the Im- 
perial Parliament he has sat from 
the first. In the Prussian House 
of Deputies he sits for a district in 
the province of Saxony, m the 
Eeichstag he is elected from the 
district of Landeshut. In his ear- 
her days he belonged to the so-callcd 
Fraction Yincke;” later he was 
leader of the Left Centre; and 
now he ranks among the National 
Liberals. He is the author of 
numerous works, the most im- 
portant being : " The Constitution 
of Trial by Jury in Germany,” 
1848; ‘'Nobility and Knighthood 
in England,” 1853, "The English 
Constitutional and Administrative 
Law of the Present Day,” 1857 — 63, 
in two parts, the first of which in a 
second revised edition, bears the 
title of "History and the present 
condition of Offices and of Admini- 
strative Law in England,” two vols., 
of which the section of " The 
Enghsh System of Land-tax,” 1859, 
was pubhshed separately; "The 
History of Self-Govornniont in 
England,” two vols., 1863 ; " Self- 
Government, Communal Constitu- 
tion, and Administrative Ti'ibunals 
in England,” third edition, 1871 ; 
and "Administration, Justice, 
Mode of Law, and Self-Govern- 
ment, according to English and 
German conditions,” 18G9. 

GODDAED, Arabella, pianist, 
daughter of Mr. T. Goddard, of 
Welbeck Street, born at St. Servan, 
near St. Male, in Brittany, in Jan., 
1836, almost from infancy showed 
an extraordinary taste for music, 
which was fostered by her parents. 
On her first appearance in public, 
at a concert given for some charit- 
able purpose in her native village 
►f St. Servan, when she played a 
‘antasia on themes fropi Mozart’s 
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"Don Juan/" she was httle more 
than four years of age. At this 
time the promise of future celebrity 
in the child was so greats that her 
parents removed with her to Paris^ 
where she received lessons from 
Kalkbrenner . Eeturning to London 
soon after the revolution of Feb.^ 
1848^ Mr and Mrs. G-oddard confided 
the cultivation of them daughter’s 
musical talents to Mrs Anderson, 
her Majesty’s piamste. She was 
only eight years of age when she 
was called upon to perform at 
Buckingham Palace before her Ma- 
jesty and the late Pnnce Albert, 
who highly complimented her on her 
playing The completion of her 
musical education was intrusted to 
Thalberg, under whose able tuition 
she rapidly progressed, and in a j 
short time she could play the most 
difficult passages at sight; in ad- | 
dition to which her musical memory 
was surprismg. She first appeared 
in public, at a matinee at her father’s 
residence, March 30, 1850 , and in 
Oct. made her dehut at the Grand 
National Concerts, when she played 
the "Ehsire” fantasia, and the 
“Tarantella” of Thalberg, with 
marked success. From that time 
she appeared frequently in public, 
and established her fame by her 
performance of various fantasias by 
Thalberg, Prudent, &c. The first 
performances of Mbss Goddard at 
the concerts given at Her Majesty’s 
Theatre were confined principally 
to works of the modern romantic 
school. She has since become 
equally distinguished as a pmmsie 
in more classical compositions. 
Miss Goddard afterwards became 
the pupil of Mr. G. A. Macfarren, 
under whom she studied harmony 
and left England for a tour on the 
Continent in 1854, visiting Pans, 
Leipsic, Berlin, Yienna, Florence, 
and nearly all the principal cities of 
France, Germany, and Italy; giving 
concerts, and meeting with great 
success. She returned to England 
in May, 1856, and in 1860 was 
married to !Mr. Davison, a musical 


critic, though she, in pubhc and 
private concerts, returns her maiden 
name Miss Goddard took her fare- 
well of the British pubhc at St. 
James’s Hall, Feb 11, 1873, and 
soon afterwards went on a profes- 
sional tour through Australia, the 
Sandwich Islands, and the United 
States She returned to England 
in April, 1876. 

GODWIN, Georoe, F.B.S., 
F S A., the son of an architect, born 
at Brompton, Middlesex, in Jan., 
1815, was, in 1835, rewarded by a 
medal from the Eoyal Institute of 
British Architects for an “Essay on 
Concrete,” which was afterwards 
translated into several languages. 
In 1838 he published a work on the 
“ Churches of London,” and in 1839 
became one of the founders and 
honorary secretary of the London 
Art Union. Amongst his chief 
works as an architect are St. Mary’s, 
West Brompton, St. Jude’s, and 
St. Luke’s, South Kensington, and 
the restoration of Eedchffe Church, 
Bristol. He is a Fellow of the 
Eoyal and Antiquarian Societies, 
a Yice-President of the Society of 
British Architects, and was one of 
the jurors at the Great Exhibition 
of 1851. Mr Godwin, who is the 
author of “History in Euins,” 1853 ; 
“ London Shadows,” 1854 , “ Town 
Swamps and Social Bridges ; ” 

“ Memorials of Workers ; ” and 
“ Another Blow for Life ; ” con- 
tributed largely to the Qivil Bngi~ 
neer and Architects^ Journal, the 
Ari Journal, &o., and has been 
editor of the Builder since 1844. 

GODWIN, Parke, born at Pater- 
son, New Jersey, Feb 25,1816 He 
graduated fiom Princeton College 
in 1834, studied law and was ad- 
mitted to practice, but preferred 
literary pursuits. He married a 
daughter of William Cullen Bryant, 
and from 1837 until within a few 
years was connected with the New 
York Evening Post. He edited in 
184J3-4 The Pathfinder, a literary 
journal, and was for some years 
a contributor to the Democratic 
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Review. Of Puinam's Magazine, he 
was for a considerable time the 
principal editor^ and always a con- 
tributor. Two volumes of critical 
and miscellaneous essays in this 
magazine have been collected under 
the title, “ Out of the Past,” 1870. 
Besides ids almost continuous jour- 
nahstic labour, he has translated and 
edited Goethe’s ""Autobiography,” 
Zschokke’s "" Tales ; ” "" Dndine , ” 

"" Sintram and his Companions ; ” 
and compiled a "" Handbook of 
Universal Biography” (1851, new 
ed entitled ""Cyclopaedia of Bio- 
graphy ” 1871) , and has written, 
among other works, ""A Popular 
View of the Doctrmes of Fourier ” 
(1844) j ""Constructive Democracy ,” 
and ""Vala, a Mythological Tale” 
(1851). Many years ago he began 
an elaborate "" History of Prance,” 
of which only the first volume has 
been pubhshed. During the ad- 
ministotion of President Polk he 
was Deputy Collector of Hew York, 
but subsequently entered the Be- 
pubhcan party on its formation 
GOLDSCHMIDT, Madame, 
better known by her maiden name 
of Jenny Lind, is the daughter of a 
teacher of languages m Stockholm, 
in which city she was bom Oct. 21, 
1821. At three years of age she 
could sing correctly any piece she 
had once heard, and at nine she was 
pLaced by the advice of Madame 
Lundberg, a celebrated actress at 
Stockholm, under Croehus, a famous 
teacher of music Count Puoke, 
manager of the Court Theatre, felt 
disinclined to act on Croehus’s re- 
commendation of his youthful pupil, 
on account of her want of personal 
attractions j but after hearing her 
sing, he caused her name at once to 
be entered at the Musical Academy, 
where she made rapid progress. She 
acted repeatedly in children’s parts 
on the Stockholm stage until her 
twelfth year, when her upper notes 
lost their sweetness. For four 
yeai's she studied music theoreti- 
cally, until on one occasion, when 
the fourth act of Meyerbeer’s Ro- 


bert le Diable” was to bo performed 
at a grand concert, and the humble 
part of Alice was '‘declined by the 
female vocahsts of the city, Berg, 
the director of the academy, applied 
to Jenny Lind. Her performance 
showed that every note of her 
register had recovered its power 
and purity, and she was greeted 
with enthusiasm. Her next success 
was in the part of Agatha, in ""Frei- 
schutz,” and for a year and a half 
she continued the star of the opera 
at Stockholm. Havmg, by a series 
of concerts in the prmcipal towns 
of Horway and Sweden, obtained 
the means of going to Paris, she 
studied, not without some previous 
discouragement, under Garcia. A 
year after her arrival in Pans, she 
was introduced to Meyerbeer, who 
was anxious to engage her for 
Berlin, but she preferred returning 
to her native city, where she en 3 oyed 
a great triumph on her reappear- 
ance. In 1844 she went to Dresden, 
in 1845 sang at the fetes on the 
Rhine during the Queen of Eng- 
land’s visit to Berlin, and after- 
wards at Frankfort, Cologne, and 
Vienna. She first appeared before 
a London audience in May, 1847, 
as Ahce, in "" Robert le Diable,” 
followed by a series of unparalleled 
triumphs m the "" Sonnambula,” 
"" La Figlia del Reggimento,” 
"" Puritani,” &c She sang in 1848 
for the first time in a sacred oratorio, 
""Ehjah,” which was given at Exeter 
Hall for the purpose of founding 
musical scholarships in honour of 
Mendelssohn. She visited Hew 
York in 1850, under the auspices of 
Mr. Bamum, and was enthusiasti- 
cally received, but dissolved th€ 
engagement prematurely in 1851 
and was married to M. Otto Gold 
schmidt, a skilful pianist and con 
duotor, and retired from the stage 
She reappeared in 1855, in 1861 
in 1863, and in 1864 for a limite< 
period. She has shown a generou 
disposition, and has been instri 
mental in adding many thousand 
of pounds to the charitable institi 
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tions of every country wlucli site Las 
visited. 

GOLDSCHMIDT, Meiee, poet, 
novelist, and 30 urnalist, is tLe son 
of Aaron GoldscLnudt, and of Lis 
wife Lea EotLscLild, and was Lorn 
at Yordinborg, in tLe island of 
Zealand, Denmark, Oct. 26, 1819. 
He studied at tLe University of 
CopenLagen, and first appeared as 
an autLor in 1840, wLen Le founded 
The Corsair, a weekly paper, sati- 
rical, aestLetieal, and politick, at- 
tacking tLe then absolute Govern- 
ment of Denmark, and altLougL 
vehemently persecuted, Le eonlui- 
buted to the wide and deep breach 
in Danish absolutism through which 
liberty subsequently marched in. 
In his new magazine, Not'ih and 
South, he contended for the mode- 
rate exercise of liberty, and for 
the education of the people, so 
that they might become fit for the 
enjoyment and exercise of its rights, 
and against that policy which has 
since led to the national disasters. 
Goldschmidt's aesthetic works are 

A Jew,'^ translated into German 
and English, of which several edi- 
tions have appeared under the titles 
of “ The Jew of Denmark," and 
" Jacob Bardixen the Jew Home- 

less," translated into German and 
English ; The Heir " The Eock 
“Love Tales from Many Lands;" 
and many smaller tales in Danish, 
German, and Enghsh. Besides 
these, he has published several 
dramas, to two of which the laurel 
crown has been awarded. 

GOLDSMID, Majob Genebal Sib 
Eeedeeick John, C.B., K.C.S I., 
bom at Milan,m Lombardy, Aug. 19, 
1818, was educated at the private 
English school of the Eev. Mr. 
Maturiu, in Paris, at Bung’s Col- 
lege School, and at King’s College, 
London. He was appointed ensign 
in the Madras Army in 1839 ; lieute- 
nant in 1840; captain in 1851; 
brevet major in 1856; major in 
1861 ; brevet lieut.-eolonel in 1863 ; 
lieut. col. in 1865; brevet col. in 
1870; and obtained the full rank 


I of major-general on his retuemeni 
in 1875 Prom 1839 to 1856 he helc 
several military sta:ff appointments 
general and regimental; but fron 
1852 to 1873 he was chiefly in eivx 
and political employ. Prom 186£ 
to 1870 he was chief director of th€ 
Government Indo-Em'opean Tele 
graph ; from 1870 to 1873, Boundarj 
Commissioner and Arbitrator foi 
the Eastern Frontiers of Persia 
with the rank of major-general. 
He served in the Chinese campaign 
of 1840-42; and with the Turkish 
troops in the Eastern Crimea in 
1855-56 ; was employed, after 1854, 
on several ofB.eii missions, espe- 
cially in India, Persia, and inter- 
vening countries ; among the later 
of these, to Makran m 1861, 1863, 
and 1869 ; through Turkish Arabia 
and Asia Mmor to Constantinople 
in 1864; to Eastern Persia and 
Bahuhistan in 1866-70-71 ; and 
W estem- Afghanistan in 1872. He 
laid down the Perso-Bahuh fron- 
tier in 1871 ; and arbitrated on the 
Perso- Afghan frontier in 1872. He 
was appointed English Controller of 
Daira Sanieh, in Egypt, in 1880. 
He has published pamphlets or 
miscellaneous writings of a minor 
character, and in 1874, a volume 
entitled '^Telegraph and Travel: 
a Narrative of the Formation and 
Development of Telegraphic Com- 
munication between England and 
India, under the Orders of Her 
Majesty’s Government; with In- 
cident^ Notices of the Countries 
traversed by the Lines." He was 
created a C.B. in 1866 ; K.C.S.I. in 
1870 ; has the 4th class of the Order 
of- the Mejidi4, the China Medal, 
and Turkish War Medal. He is a 
Fellow and member of Council of 
the Eoyal Geographical Society, 
and a member of the Council of the 
Eoyal Asiatic Society. 

GONCOUET, Edmond Louts 
Antoine Huot de, a French 
writer, bom at Nancy, May 26, 
1822, is a grandson of Jean Antoine 
Huot de (Smcourt, & deputy in the 
National Assembly of 1789. As an 
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author he became known by a long 
series of works written in conjunc- 
tion with his brother, Jules Alfred 
Knot de Goncourt, who was born at 
Paris in 1830, and who died at 
Auteuil in June, 1870. The two 
brothers published in their joint 
names, " En 18 . . a novel, 1851 , 
"Salon de 1852;" "Les Mysteres 
des Theatres," 1853 , "La Lorette," 
1853 ; " Histoire de la Soci4te 
Eran^aise pendant la Revolution, 
et sous la Direotoire," two vols., 
1854-5; "La Revolution dans les 
Moeurs," 1854, "La Peinture k 
TExposition Hniverselle de 1855 , " 
Les Actrices," 1856 , "line Voi- 
ture de Masques," 1856, republished 
under the title of " Quelques Crea- 
tures de ce temps," 1876 ; " Por- 
traits intimes du XYIII®. Siecle," 
two series, 1856-58; " Sophie 

Arnould d'apr^s sa correspondance 
et ses memoires in4dits," 1857 , 
" Histoire de Mane- Antoinette," 
1858; “Les Maitresses de Louis 
XY.,” two vols.,1860; "LesHommes 
de Lettres," 1860, a novel repub- 
lished under the title of " Charles 
EemaiUy," 1869, "Soeur Philo- 
mene," a novel, 1861 ; " La Eemme 
an Siecle," 1862, reprinted 

in 1877 with the addition of a 
chapter entitled L"* Amour au 

XYIII®. Siecle," "Renee Mau- 
perin," a novel, 1864; "Germinie 
Lacerteux," 1865; "Idees et Sen- 
sations," 1866 ; " Manette Salo- 
mon," two vols., 1867; “Madame 
Gervaisais," 1869 , Gavarni, 
PHomme et TArtiste," 1873, "L^Art 
du XYin®. Sifeole," two vols., 1874 ; 
and two dramas, "Henriette Mare- 
chal," 1865 ; and " La Patrie en 
danger," 1873. Since the death of 
his brother, M. Edmond de Gon- 
court has published under his own 
name "L-’OEuvre de Watteau,'’^ a 
classified catalogue, 1876 , "L'CEuvre 
de Proudhon," 1877, "La Fille 
Elisa," a novel, 1878; and "Les 
Preres Zemganno," a novel, 1879. 

GOOCH, Sir Eaniel, Bart ,M.P., 
born in 1816 at Bedlington, North- 
umberland, studied the profession 


of an engineer at Newcastle, under 
the late Robert Stephenson, and 
in the large iron-works of South 
Wales. He was chief locomotive 
engineer to the Great Western 
Railway for twenty-seven years, is 
chairman of the Board of Directors 
of that company, and is a distin- 
guished Freemason, having been at 
one time Grand Sword-bearer of 
England, and is Provincial Grand 
Master of Berks and Bucks He was 
one of the shareholders of the Gt eat 
Eastern from the commencement; 
one of the mortgagees to whom 
it was mortgaged for .£100,000 , 
and when the vessel was sold for 
£25,000, over and above all liens 
upon her, was one of the purchasers, 
with a view to employing her in 
the laying of the Atlantic cable. 
Sir Daniel, who was returned for 
Cricklade in July, 1865, is chair- 
man of the Great Eastern Steam- 
ship Company, chairman of the 
Telegraph Construction and Main- 
tenance Company, and a director of 
the Anglo-American Company. The 
dignity of a baronet was conferred 
upon him after the laying of the 
Atlantic cable, Nov 13, 1866 
G 0 0 D A L L, Frederick, R. A , 
son of the late Mr Edward Good- 
all, the eminent engraver (who 
died April 11, 1870), was born in 
London, Sept 17, 1822. At thirteen 
he was taken from school and placed 
in the studio of his father to learn 
the art of engraving ; but soon 
after it was resolved that he should 
become a painter — still, however, 
xmder the superintendence of his 
father, whose general knowledge of 
art well qualified him to be the 
instructor. Mr. Frederick Goodall 
has said, in an autobiographical 
sketch, that his father, "instilled 
into him, at the outset, the neces- 
sity of varying his studies, and 
although he commenced with the 
idea of becoming a landscape painter, 
he never lost sight of the figure, 
but kept during the winter months 
drawing from easts, and studying 
anatomy. In the summer months 
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for tlie first three years he sketched 
from nature in the vicmity of Lon- 
don^ devoting a great portion of the 
tune at the Zoological Gardens 
sketchmg the animals^ which gave 
him facility of drawing objects in 
motion Before he was fifteen he 
had won the Isis/^ and the large 
silver medals of the Society of Arts. 
In 1838 he went on a sketching tour 
through ISTormandy. "My father 
accompanied me thither^^^ says he, 
in the notice just quoted, ‘‘^and, 
arrived at Eouen, I was so en- 
chanted with the picturesque views 
of the city, that I did not wish to 
^0 any further,- to which he con- 
sented after some hesitation, for I 
was not yet in my sixteenth year. 
He gave me ^10, telling me to make 
it last as long as I could, saying at 
the same time, ' Be sure you save 
enough to bring you home again 
This was my lesson in eco- 
nomy; for after staying there a 
fortnight, and gomg down the 
Seine to Havre, I reached London 
with a folio of sketches, and ,£5 
in my pocket.’’^ In 1839, when but 
seventeen, he exhibited his first 
picture at the Academy — "Card 
Players,^ ^ a cleverly painted mterior 
of a Normandy cabai'et, with French 
soldiers playing cards Subsequent 
visits to Normandy, Brittany, and 
Ireland, supplied him with mate- 
rials for a long series of popular 
pictures, some of which were pur- 
chased by, and secured the patron- 
age and encouragement of, Samuel 
!^gers, !Mr. Wells, of Eedleaf, the 
Marquis of Lansdowne, Mr. T. 
Banng, and other distinguished 
patrons of art. One of these early 
pictures, The Eetum from Chris- 
tenmg,” received a prize of £50 
from the British Institution. An- 
other, " The Tired Soldier ” (painted 
in 1842, and a remarkable work for 
a youth of twenty), was purchased 
by Mr, Vernon. In 1847 the ela- 
borate "Village Holiday,” also 
bought by Mr. Vernon, and now, 
■with -the preceding, in the National 
Gallery, greatly extended his repu- 


tation. Other important pictures 
drawTi from old English life were 
" Hunt the Slipper,” and " Eaismg 
the Maypole ” (1851) . A charming 
scene from Milton’s "L’ Allegro” 
was in a walk he had seldom trod 
In 1853 he was elected an Associate 
of the Academy. Two years later he 
exhibited "An Episode of the Hap- 
pier Days^of Charles I ,” a charming 
work, representing a water party in 
the Eoyal barge at Hampton Court ; 
and after this came the " TheS'wing ” 
(1855), and "Cranmer at the Trai- 
•tor’s Gate ” (1856), engraved m line 
by his father. In 1857 Mr. Goodall 
visited Venice and Chioggia, where 
he made studies for "Felice Bal- 
lai*m recitmg Tasso,” which was 
not completed for the following ex- 
hibition, but exhibited m 1859. 
The winter of 1858 and the spring 
of 1859 he spent in Egypt, and the 
following pictures have been the * 
result of that journey : — " Early 
Morning in the Wildemess of 
Shur,” 1860 ; " The First Bom,” 
1861 ; " The Eeturn of a Pilgrim 
from Mecca,” 1862 ; and " The Palm 
Offering,” 1863, in which year he 
was elected a Eoyal Academician. 
Since then he has exhibited " The 
Song of the Nubian Slave,” his 
diploma work, and "The Messenger 
from Sinai at the Wells of Moses,” 
in 1864 , " Eising of the Nile,” in 
1865; "Hagar and Ishmael,” in 
1866 ; "Mater Purissima ” and 
"Mater Dolorosa,” in 1868; " Jo- 
chebed,” in 1870; "The Head of 
the House at Prayer,” in 1872; 

An Arab Improvisatore,” and 
" Subsiding of the NHe,” in 1873 ; 

" Eachel and her Flock,-” " Agricul- 
time in the Valley of the Nile,” "A 
Fruit Woman of Cairo,” " A Seller 
of Doves,” and " The Day of Palm 
Offering,” in 1875; "An Intruder 
on the Bedouin’s Pasture,” "The 
Holy Mother,” and "Sheep-wash- 
ing near the Pyramids of Geezeh,” 
in 1876 ; Glencroe,” " The Time 
of Eoses,” and "The Water-car- 
riers: Egypt,” in 1877; "Oxhey 
Place, Herts,” "The Daughters of 
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Laban/^ and “Palm Sunday,” in 
1878; “Water for tbe Camp;” 
“Sarah and Isaac,” and “Hagar 
and Ishmael,” in 1879 ,” “ Movmg 
to Presh Pastures ,” “ Time of the 
Overflow, Egypt ,” “ Hannah^s 

Yow;” “An Egyptian Pastoral,” 
and “Holy Childhood,” in 1880; 
“ The Eoad to Mecca ;” “ The Ee- 
turn from Mecca,” “Artist and 
Model ” and “ Eebecea,” in 1881 ; 
“Memphis” and “The Arrival at 
the Well,” in 1882 ; “Crossing the 
Desert;” “Returning from the 
Pasture, G-hizeh,” “A Coffee Shop, 
Cairo;” “Outside the Fens,” and 
“Water for the Camp,” 1883. 

GrOODFORD, The Rev. 
Charles Old, D.D., eldest surviv- 
ing son of the late John Q-oodford, 
Esq., of Chilton Cantelo, Somerset, 
High Sheriff of that county (who 
died in 1835), by Charlotte, sister 
of the late Sir Montagu Chohneley, 
Bart,, of Easton, Lincolnshire, was 
born in 1812, and was educated 
upon the foundation at Eton, pro- 
ceeding thence as scholar to King^s 
College, Cambridge, of which he 
became a fellow (B.A. 1836 ; M.A. 
1839). He was for many years an 
Assistant Master at Eton, and 
became Head Master in 1853, on 
the promotion to the provostship 
of the late Dr. Hawtrey, whom he 
succeeded as Provost in Feb , 1862 
He has held the rectory of Chilton 
Cantelo since 1856. He is the 
editor of “P. Terentii Afri Comoe- 
dise,” 4to, Lond., 1854. 

O-OODMAH, Walter, was born 
in London, May 11, 1838. He 
received his art education first at 
Mr. J. M. Leigh's academy, and 
afterwards at the Royal Academy, 
where he was admitted a student 
in 1857. In 1860 he started for 
the Continent, where he remained 
three years, visiting France, Bel- 
gium, Germany, Switzerland, Italy, 
and Spain, and in 1864 he left 
Europe for the West Indies, in 
company with Seflor Joaquin 
Cuadras, a Spanish artist. There 
he hved five years, passing most of 


the time at Cuba in the pursuit of 
painting. He also acted as corre- 
spondent of the New Yorlc Herald^ 
and his familiarity with the Spanish 
language enabled him to contribute 
to the Spanish press occasional 
articles, the most notable being a 
series of humorous social sketches, 
under the title of “ Tin viaje al 
estranjero,” which were afterwards 
translated by the author for publi- 
cation m an Enghsh journal Mr 
Goodman also adapted the farce of 
“Box and Cox” for the Spanish 
stage, and devoted some of his 
leisure to scene-paintmg and taking 
leading parts at a Spanish theatre.. 
During his sojourn in Cuba Mr. 
Goodman was arrested and im- 
prisoned in the Morro Castle upon 
suspicion of being connected with 
political matters. The Cuban revo- 
lution led, in 1869, to Mr. Goodman's 
abrupt departure from the island ; 
and after visiting Porto Rico, 
Jamaica, Santa Domingo, and other 
islands, he set sail for the United 
States, where he was professionally 
engaged for nearly a year Since 
his return to Europe he has devoted 
his attention to portrait pamting, 
the first work of this kind appear- 
ing at the Royal Academy in 1872, 
and he has been represented by 
figure-pictures at most of the 
London and jirovincial exhibitions. 
He IS also a contributor of drawings 
on wood and literary articles to 
several well-known periodicals. 
Shortly after his return to England 
Mr. Goodman began a series of 
social sketches of life in Cuba, which 
appeared from time to time in All 
the Tear Hound. These sketches, 
with several more, were afterwards 
republished in the form of a volume 
under the title of “The Pearl of the 
Antilles; or, an Artist in Cuba.” 
Mr. Goodman enjoys the singular 
reputation of being the flLcst Euro- 
pean artist to receive a commission 
from a Chinese. At the beginning 
of the year 1878, His Excellency 
Liu Hsi-hung,the Chinese Minister 
at Berlin, commissioned Mr. Good- 
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man to copy for lum the “Madonna 
in Prayerj"*^ hy Sassoferrato, in the 
National Gallery. Mr. Goodman 
was afterwards commissioned by 
His Excellency Kuo Ta-jen, first 
Chinese Minister to Great Britain 
and Erance, to paint his portrait, 
which was exhibited at the Royal 
Academy in 1878, where it attracted 
considerable attention. This was 
followed by a likeness of the 
Mimster^s ^fe. Among other por- 
traits by Mr. Goodman may be 
mentioned those of Sir Thomas and 
Lady Brassey and family. General 
York-Moore, Colonel Leyland, Mr. 
Wilkie Collms, and H.E.H. the 
Duke of Albany. 

GOODWIN, The Right Rev. 
Harvey, D D , Bishop of Carlisle, 
formerly Dean of Ely, son of the 
late Charles Goodwin, Esq , was 
born at King’s Lynn, Norfolk, in 
1818, and educated privately. En- 
tering Cains College, Cambridge, 
in 1836, he graduated as second 
Wrangler and Smith’s Prizeman in 
1840. He was Fellow and Mathe- 
matical Lecturer of his College, and 
incumbent of St Edward’s Church, 
Cambridge, from 1848 to 1868, dur- 
ing part of which time he held the 
Hulsean Lectureship in the Univer- 
sity. He was Dean of Ely from 
1858 to 1869, when he was appomted 
Bishop of Carlisle in succession to 
Dr. Waldegrave. He is the author 
of “A Memoir of Bishop Macken- 
zie,” “Essays on the Pentateuch , ” 
a “Commentary on St Matthew, 
St. Mark, and St. Luke j ” “Hulsean 
Lectures,” in 1865-6, “Lectures on 
the Church Catechism,” a “Guide 
to the Parish Church,” Parish Ser- 
mons, University Sermons, &c, 
“Walks in the Region of Science 
and Faith,” 1883; and of some 
mathematical treatises, including 
an “Elementary Course of Mathe- 
matics,” “Mathematical Problems,” 
“Elementary Statics,” “Elemen- 
tary Dynamics.” 

GORDON, The Hoh. Sir Arthur 
Hamilton", G.C.M.G., youngest son 
of George, fourth Earl of Aberdeen, 


sometime Prime Minister of Eng- 
land, by his second wife Harriet, 
daughter of the late Hon. John 
Douglas, was bom Nov. 26, 1829. 
In 1854 he was elected in the 
Liberal interest for Beverley, hav- 
ing defeated Mr. G. W. Hastings, 
and he retained the seat until the 
general election of 1857, when he 
unsuccessfully contested Liskeard 
agamst Mr. Ralph Grey, who was 
afterwards appointed a Commis- 
sioner of Customs . Sir Ai'thur G or- 
don was assistant private secretary to 
his father when Foreign Secretary, 
and also when Prime Minister ; and 
he was specially attached to Mr. 
Gladstone’s mission to the Ionian 
Islands in 1858. He was appointed 
Governor of New Brunswick in 
1861 , Governor of Trinidad in 1866 ; 
and Governor of Mauritius in Oct , 
1870. In 1871 he was created a 
Knight Commander of the Order of 
SS. Michael and George. , When the 
Fiji Islands were erected into a 
separate colony, called the “Colony 
of Fiji,” Sir Arthur Gordon was 
appointed its first Governor and 
Coinmander-in-Chief, Feb. 4, 1875; 
also Consul-General and High Com- 
missioner for the Western Pacific, 
1877. He was nominated a Knight ’ 
Grand Cross of the Order of SS. 
Michael and George in Aug., 1878; 
and appointed Governor of New 
Zealand in 1880. Sir Arthur mar- 
ried in 1865, Rachel Emily, eldest 
daughter of Sir J. G. Shaw-Lefevre, 
the Clerk of the Parliaments. 

GORDON, Major-General 
Charles George, O.B., R E. (Gor- 
don Pasha), entered the Royal 
Engineers as second lieutenant 
June 23, 1852, and was promoted to 
be first lieutenant Feb. 17, 1864. 
He served in the Crimea from Dec., 
1854, to May, 1856, was present 
before Sebastopol, and was wounded 
in the trenches. After peace had 
been made he was employed in sur- 
veying and settling the Turkish 
and Russian fron"fcier in Asia — a 
work of no little danger and diffi- 
culty owing to the wild character 
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of tlie tribes of Armenia and Koor- 
distan. Engaged in the expedition 
against Pekin, be continued'' on 
service in China after our difficulties 
with the Imperial Government bad 
been arranged ; and at tbe close of 
tbe year 1861 be made a long 30 ur- 
ney from that capital to tbe Cbotow 
and Kalgan passes on tbe Great 
Wall, striking down from tbe latter 
place tbrougb Sbensi, and passing 
Tiayuen, tbe capital of that pro- 
vince, a city before unvisited by 
foreigners, unless by Catholic 
priests in disguise Next entering 
the service of tbe Emperor of 
China, be was appomted, in March, 
1863, commander of tbe "Ever Vic- 
torious Army,” and was mainly 
instrumental in suppressing tbe 
formidable Tai-Ping rebeUion* in 
that and tbe succeeding year. Tbe 
result of bis operations was this. 
He found tbe richest and most fer- 
tile districts of China in tbe bands 
of tbe most savage brigands. Tbe 
silk districts were tbe scenes of 
their cruelty and riot, and tbe great 
historical cities of Hangchow and 
Soochow were rapidly following tbe 
fate of Nanking, and were becoming 
desolate ruins m their possession. 
Gordon cut tbe rebellion in half, 
recovered tbe great cities, isolated 
and utterly discouraged the frag- 
ments of the brigand power, and 
left tbe marauders nothing but a 
few tracts of devastated country and 
their stronghold at Nanking. All 
this be effected, first, by tbe power 
of bis arms, and afterwards still 
more rapidly by tbe terror of bis 
name. A detailed account of bis 
exploits is given in an interestmg 
work entitled " ^ Tbe Ever Victorious 
Army;^ a history of tbe Chinese 
Campaign under Lieut.-Colonel C. 
G. Gordon, C.B., R.E , and of tbe 
Suppression of iie Tai-Ping Rebel- 
lion : by Andrew Wilson,” published 
in 1868 He was promoted to tbe 
rank of captain in 1859 1 of major 
in 1862; of Heut.-eolonel Feb. 16, 
1864; and was nominated a Com- 
panion of the Bath Bee. 9, 1864. 


Colonel Gordo.^i was* British Vice- 
Consul of tbe dj'Glta of the Danube 
Turkey, from '’^871 till 1873, when 
be undertook \^wi expedition into 
Africa under tpe auspices of the 
Khedive of Egypt, who appointed 
him Governor of the Provinces of 
tbe Equatorial feke s. Subsequently 
be wms created CTMia. and in Feb , 
1877, tbe Khedive appointed biui 
Governor of tbe whole of the 
Soudan. In tbe course of that year 
be traversed the whole of bis pro- 
consulate, settling difficulties, paci- 
fying hostile tribes, changing local 
officials, gaining the love of the 
natives by bis unswerving justice, 
and winmng an almost supersti- 
tious admiration by tbe rapidity of 
bis movements through tbe vast 
regions submitted to bis rule. He 
put down a formidable revolt in 
Darfur; be brought to an end a 
tedious war with Abyssinia, be 
captured hundreds of slave cara- 
vans, and destroyed the power of 
tbe slave-dealers at tbe very source 
of their supplies. He was unsuc- 
cessful, however, in bis efforts to 
estabHsb permanent and satisfac- 
tory relations between Egypt and 
Abyssima In Jan , 1880, be re- 
tired from tbe Governorship of tbe 
Soudan, and in May of that year be 
was appointed private secretary to 
tbe Marquis of Ripon, Governor- 
General of India, but be resigned 
that post on bis arrival at Bombay 
(June 2). He then paid a flying 
visit to China. In May, 1881, her 
accepted tbe command of the Royal 
Engmeers at tbe Mauritius, where 
bis term of office exphed with bis 
attainment of tbe rank of Major- 
General. Tbe Government of tbe 
Cape of Good Hope appointed him 
to an important post in March, 1882, 
but he resigned it in tbe following 
October, in consequence of a dis- 
agreement with tbe Cape Ministry 
regarding Basutoland. 

GORDON, John B., born in 
Upson county, Georgia, Feb. 6, 
1832 He was educated at the 
University of Georgia, and was

admitted to the bar. At the begin- 
ning of the civil war he entered 
the Confederate Army as Captain, 
and rose to the rank of Major- 
General. He became prominent 
towards the end of the war, espe- 
cially dnrmg the protracted siege 
of Petersburg by General Grant, at 
the close of which he commanded a 
division of Lee^s army. His divi- 
sion, reduced to barely 8,000 men, 
was all that remained m arms at 
the final surrender at Appomatox 
Court House. The State of Geor- 
gia havmg been reconstructed 
as a member of the Union, he was, 
in 1868, the Democratic candidate 
for Governor, but his Eepublican 
opponent was declared to be elect- 
ed. In 1873 he was chosen Senator 
from Georgia, and re-elected in 
1879, but resigned his seat m 1880. 
He took a leading part in the 
Senate, and although a Democrat, 
gave a moderate support to the 
policy of President Hayes. 

GOEGEI, Abthue, General, born 
Peb. 6, 1818, at Topporcz, m Hun- 
gary, entered the military school of 
Tuln, where he completed the thi*ee 
years' course of study in two. His 
ability having been recognized, he 
was appointed at Yienna to the 
Hungarian body-guard, and was in 
five years promoted First Lieu- 
tenant in the Palatinal Hussars. 
He left the army in order to study 
chemistry at Prague ; but the news 
of the rising in Hungary called 
him, to action, and he hastened to 
Buda-Pesth, and placed his sword 
at the disposal of the Hungarian 
ministry. The firmness of his con- 
duct attracted the attention of 
Kossuth, and, until he became his 
rival. Gorge! appears to have been 
his favourite, liter the battle of 
Schwechat he assumed the chief 
command of the Hungarian army, 
and in that position showed great 
military talent. He was driven 
out of Eaab by Windischgratz, it 
being impossible for him to defend 
the place with his small force ; was 
again repulsed at Windsclmcht, 


and saved his army by a bold 
retreat over the Sturecz mountain. 
Soon after this his difierences with 
the civil authorities began. Twice 
he was superseded in his command, 
and on resuming it, was alternately 
victor and vanquished The Go- 
vernor and Council resigned, Aug. 
11, 1849, and Kossuth made GOrgei 
dictator m his place Shortly after 
this the Hungarian forces laid down 
their arms. For this Gorgei had 
been called a traitor, though the 
state of affairs seemed desperate 
enough to warrant submission. The 
most suspicious part of the affair is 
the leniency with which he was 
treated by the victors. He went to 
Klagenfurt, was afterwards allowed 
to leave on parole, and pursued his 
favourite study of chemistry at 
Pesth- A narrative of his connec- 
tion with the insurrection, under 
the title of My Life and Acts in 
Hungary," appeared in 1851. From 
that time he has lived in retire- 
ment, keeping completely aloof from 
pohtics. 

GOSCHEK, The Eioht Hon. 
George Joachim, M.P., son of the 
late WiUiam Hem'y Goschen, a 
London merchant, of German ex- 
traction, was born Aug. 10, 1831. 
He received his education at Eugby, 
under Drs Tait and Goulbum, and 
at Oriel College, Oxford, where he 
^aduated B.A., taking a first class 
in classics, in 1853. Formerly he 
was a merchant in partnership with 
Messrs. Fruhling and Goschen, of 
Austinfriars, but he retired from 
that firm on taking office in the 
Eussell-G ladstone ministry. He was 
returned in the Liberal interest for 
the City of London, in May, 1863, 
on the death of Mr. W. Wood, and 
he took an active part in the move- 
ment for throwing open the uni- 
versities to dissenters, and the 
abolition of religious tests. Mr. 
Goschen, who was re-elected for 
the City of London, at the head of 
the poll, at the general election in 
July, 1865, was made Yice-Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade, Nov. 
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20j 1865, when he was sworn of the 
Privy Council, and Chancellor of 
bhe Duchy of Lancaster and a Cabi- 
net IMinister Jan. 26, 1866, retirmg 
with the Russell ministry in June 
of that year. On the accession of 
Mr. Gladstone to power, in Dec , 
1868, he was appointed President 
of the Poor-Law Board, which office 
he held till March, 1871, when he 
succeeded Mr. Childers as First 
Lord of the Admiralty. He went 
out of office with his party in Feb , 
1871. At the general election which 
was held m that year he was the 
only Liberal candidate returned for 
the City The numbers were: — 
Alderman Cotton, 8,397j Mr. Twells, 
8,830, Mr. Hubbard, 8,210; and 
Mr. Goschen, 6,787. Alderman W. 
Lawrence and Baron Rothschild 
failed to secure their election, 
polling respectively only 6,654 and 
6,490 votes. In 1876 Mr Gdschen 
and M. Joubert were chosen as 
delegates of the British and French 
holders of the Egyptian debts to 
concert measures for the conversion 
of the debts. They proceeded to 
Egypt, where they were received by 
the Eiedive (Aug. 14), and even- 
tually an agreement was signed at 
Cairo (Hov. 18) for a reorganisation 
of the finances and pubhc debt of 
Egypt. On July 17, 1878, Mr. 
Goschen issued an address to the 
Liberal electors of the City of Lon- 
don, declining to come forward 
again at the nest general election, 
on the ground that his votes on the 
County Franchise question had not 
been in accord with the views 
generally entertained by the party. 
Mr. Gbschen attended the Inter- 
national Monetary Conference held 
at the Foreign Office, Paris, in 
Aug., 1878. fii May, 1880, imme- 
diately after Mr. Gladstone’s acces- 
sion to power, Mr. Goschen con- 
sented to undertake the special 
duties of Ambassador Extraordinary 
at Constantinople, replacing Sir 
Henry Layard, who retired, nomi- 
nally on leave of absence, but in 
fact finally. Before proceeding to 


Constantinople Mr Goschen visited 
the most important political centres 
in Europe, and this was the first; 
step towards the formation of a 
European concert for the cx(3cutioti 
of the unperformed parts of the 
Treaty of Berlin. In 1881 the 
ambassadors of the Great Powers, 
in the Conference of Constanti- 
nople, after long and patient nego- 
tiations, joined in a note to the 
Greek Government recommending 
the acceptance of the utmost that 
Turkey could be brought to yield. 
The new frontier line left the 
greater pa-rt of Epirus, with Janina 
and Metzovo, to Turkey, giving 
Greece possession of almost nil 
Thessaly, and the command of tlm 
Gulf of Arta. The Cabinet of 
Athens was forced, under pressure, 
to agree to this frontier line, whicdi 
deprived Greece of nearly one-third 
of the territory promised to her at 
Berlin. It was admitted by all the 
Powers that the assent of Turkey 
to these terms was obtained chiefly 
through the persistence and firm- 
ness of Mr. Goschen. His mission 
came to an end in April, 1881. Mr, 
Goschen was appointed an Eccle- 
siastical Commissioner for England 
in Kov., 1882. Hehasmatten largely 
on financial questions, and his trea- 
tise on The Theory of the Foreign 
Exchanges” (5th edit.), 18GI, has 
been translated into French ))y M. 
Leon Say. He has published in 
pamphlet form his " Speecli on the 
Oxford University Tests Abolition 
Bill,” 1865, and his "Speech on 
Bankruptcy Legislation and other 
Commercial Subjects,” 1808. 

GOSSE, Edmund William, only 
son of Mr. Philip Henry Gosse, 
F.R.S., was born in London, Sept. 
21, 1849, and educated in Devon- 
shire.^ He was appointed assistant 
librarian at the British Museum in 
1867 ; and received in 1875 the post 
of Translator to the Board of Trade. 
In 1872 and 1874 he visited Norway, 
Denmark, and Sweden for tlie pur- 
pose of studying the literature of 
those countries j and xn 1877 he 
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visited Holland witli a similar 
purpose. His poetical writings con- 
sist of “Madrigals^ Songs^ and 
Sonnets” (in conjunction with a 
friend), 1870 , " On Viol and Elute,” 
lyrical poems, 1873 j King Erik,” 
a tragedy, 1876 j "The Unknown 
Lover,” a drama, 1878 ; and " New 
Poems,” 1879 His prose writings 
are a volume of " Northern Studies,” 
1879, consisting of critical essays 
in Scandmavian, Dutch, and Ger- 
man literature , a " Life of Gray ” 
1882 (English Men of Letters Benes) ; 
and about thirty essays contributed 
to Ward^s "English Poets,"*^ in 
1880-81. He has also edited a 
volume of "English Odes,” 1881, 
and is now engaged on a complete 
edition of the works of Gray In 
1875 Mr. Gosse married a lady, who 
is well known as an artist, and as 
a constant contributor to the prin- 
cipal exhibitions, 

GOSSE, Philip Henry, F.E.S , 
born at Worcester, in 1810, re- 
moved in infancy to Poole, Dorset, 
where he early imbibed a taste for 
natural history. In 1827 he went, 
in a mercantile capacity, to New- 
foundland, where he occupied his 
leisure m collecting insects, and 
making coloured drawings of them 
and their transformations. After a 
residence in that colony of eight 
years, he visited Lower Canada, 
pursuing zoology, but especially 
entomology, with avidity, for three 
years. He afterwards travelled 
through the United States, and re- 
sided in Alabama for nearly a year, 
making a large collection of draw- 
ings of insects, especially the fine 
lepidoptera of that region. In 
1839 he returned to England, and 
in 1840 published " The Canadian 
Naturalist.” In 1844 Mr Gosse 
visited Jamaica, and spent eighteen 
months in the collection and study 
of the zoology of that magnificent 
island j publishing on his return 
the result of his researches in 
" The Birds of Jamaica,” followed 
by an Atlas of " Illustrations,” and 
»"A Naturalist's So 30 um in Ja- 


maica.^' The composition of nume- 
rous works on zoology and other 
subjects, chiefiy for the Society for 
Promoting Christian Knowledge, 
occupied several years, diu'ing 
which Mr. Gosse began to turn his 
attention to the microscope, by the 
aid of which his more recent re- 
searches have been conducted. The 
British Eotifera have constituted 
his favourite branch of study, and 
he has accumulated an immense 
number of original drawings and 
observations, with a view to a 
monograph on this class of ani- 
mals. Having repaired, on account 
of ill-heath, to the sea-side. Mi*. 
Gosse pursued those mvestigations, 
of which an account is given m a 
Natui'alist^s Eambles on the 
Devonshire Coast.” In 1853 he 
took a promment part in the form- 
ation of those public and private 
collections of living marine animals 
which were, for a time, so popular, 
and in 1854 published " The Aqua- 
rium.” " A Manual of Marine 
Zoology,” and "Tenby, a Seaside 
Holiday,” followed, and in 1857 
"Omph^os, an attempt to Untie 
the Geological Knot.” In the 
autumn of that year he removed 
from London to reside in the neigh- 
bourhood of Torquay, in order to 
obtain greater facilities for bring- 
ing out the most important of his 
works, " Actinologia Britannica , a 
History of the British Sea Ane- 
mones and Corals,” which was 
completed in Jan., 1860. He has 
written "Evenings at the Micro- 
scope,” Letters from Alabama, on 
Natural History,” "The Eomance 
of Natural History” (1st and 2nd 
series), " A Year at the Shore,” and 
Land and Sea ; ” and a few other 
works. In 1856 Mr. Gosse was 
elected a EeUow of the Eoyal 
Society, to the Philosophical 
Transactions of which he had pre- 
viously contributed two memoirs on 
the natural history of the class 
Eotifera. Of late he has been 
pursuing some microscopical in- 
vestigations on the Prehensile 
I I 2 
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Armature of the G-enital Organs 
in the family PapiUomdce; the 
first-fruit of which is now heing 
published in the Transactions of the 
Linnean Society. In the Eoyal 
Society^s Catalogue of Scient. 
Papers^" (1863)^ fifty-one are 
attributed to Mr. Gosse's pen ; and 
he has published a few more since 
that period. 

GOTj Pban^ois Jules Edmond^ 
a popular Erench comedian, bom 
at LigneroUes (Orne), Oct. 1, 1822, 
received his education at the 
College Charlemagne, and after 
being employed for a short time at 
the Prefecture of the Seine, 
entered M Provost^s class at the 
Conservatoire, where, in 1842, he 
earned off the second, and in 1843 
the first pnze for comedy ^After a 
year's compulsory service in the 
army, he made his first bow to a 
Parisian audience in 1844 at the 
Oom4die Erangais, of which Society 
he became a member in 1850 M. 
Got's reputation steadily increased, 
and he is now most deservedly 
regarded as one of the cleverest 
comic actors on the Erench stage 
He excels in the representation of 
the leading comic parts in the old 
classical dramas, and has created 
scores of original characters in 
modem pieces. M Got's name has 
been frequently before the public, 
in connection with the internal 
dissensions of the Com4die Eran- 
(jaise. When M. Got and his 
colleagues of the Theatre Eran 9 aise 
visited London in 1871, they were 
entertained at a public dinner at 
the Crystal Palace On Aug 4, 
1881, M. Turquet, the Under 
Secretary of State for Erne Arts, 
publicly conferred the Cross of the 
Legion of Honom' on M. Got at 
the Conservatoire. It was as 
Professor of the Conservatoire that 
M Got received this high recom- 
pense for his services 

GOUGH, JoHiT B , bora at 
Sandgate, Kent, Aug. 22, 1817. In 
1829 he emigi*ated to New York, 
learned the trade of a bookbinder. 


and fell into habits of intemperance. 
In October, 1842, he was induced 
to attend a temperance meeting. 
Here he took the pledge of abstin- 
ence, and soon began publicly to 
advocate the principle His repu- 
tation as an orator spread through 
the United States and Canada, and 
reached England. In 1853 the 
London Temperance League invited 
him to visit Great Britain. The 
visit, intended to last only six 
weeks, was protracted to two years, 
during which he advocated the 
cause of temperance throughout 
the island He then resumed his 
labours in America In 1857 he 
again came to England, and 
lectured with still greater success 
until 1860, when he returned to 
America. He now began to lectiue 
on other topics with great success, 
acquiring a large income. In 1816 
he published his ‘^Autobiography , ” 
a volume of " Orations ” in 1854 , a 
collection of “ Temperance Lec- 
tures,” 1879, and "Sunlight and 
Shadow, or Gleanings from My 
Life-Work,” 1880 In 1873 he 
announced that he was about to 
leave the field as a public lecture^’ , 
but he has subsequently appearti^'cl 
at intervals. In iS78 he agaito- 
visited England. He is at present 
residing at Boylston, Massachu- 
setts. 

GOULBUEN, Bishop of. (See 
Thomas, Db.) 

GOULBUEN, The Very Eev. 
Edward Meyrick, B.D., Dean of 
Norwich, son of Edward Goulburn, 
Esq, Serjeant-at-Law, born about 
1818, was educated at Eton and 
Balliol College, Oxford, of which 
he was elected a scholar in 1835, 
and where he graduated B.A. in 
1839, taking first-class honours in 
the School of Literoe Kumamores, 
and was elected Eellow of Merton 
College in 1841. Having held for 
some^ years a college tutorship 
conjointly with the incumbency of 
Holywell, in Oxford, he was elected 
in 1850 successor to Dr. Tait, Dean 
of Carlisle in the Head-master- 
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ship of Eugby School, from which 
post he retired in 1858. He 
preached the Bampton Lectures at 
Oxford in 1850, was appomted 
mimster of Quebec Chapel and 
prebendary of St. Paulas in 1858, 
one of the Queen's chaplains in 
ordinary, and incumbent of St 
John's, Paddington, in 1859, and 
Dean of Norwich m 1866. In 
addition to a large number of 
single sermons and lectures. Dean 
G-oulburn has pubhshed " The 
Doctrine of the Eesurrection of 
the Body, as taught in Holy 
Scripture," eight Sermons, 1851 ,* 
" Eudimentary Treatise on the 
Philosophy of Grammar, with

new edit , 1868 ; " The Inspiration 
of the Holy . Scriptures," 1857 , 
" Sermons preached on different 
occasions during the last twenty 
years," 2 vols., 18^62 ; " Thoughts on 
Personal Eeligion," 2 vols., 1862 ; 
"The Office of the Holy Com- 
munion in the Book of Common 
Prayer : a series of lectures," 2 
vols., 1863 ; " The Functions of our 
Cathedrals," 1869 ; " The Pursuit 
of Holiness," 1869, fifth edit., 
1873 ; " The Ancient Sculptures in 
the Eoof of Norwich Cathedral 
described and illustrated; with a 
history of the See and Cathedral 
of Norwich from its foundation 
to modem times," London, 1872, 
&c. ; " The Great Commission ; 

meditations on Home and Foreign 
^ssions," 1872 , " Is it true ? Is 
it widely received and believed 
by God's Church?

Holy Cathohc Church, its divine 
ideal, ministry, and mstitution," 
1873. 

GOULD, Benjamin Apthobp, 
born at Boston, Massachusetts, 
Sept 27, 1824. He graduated at 
Harvard College in 1844, and after- 
wards studied at Gottingen, where 
he took his degree in 1848, and was 
for some time an assistant in the 
observatory at Altona. After visit- 
mg the principal observatories in 
Europe, he returned to America, 
1851, and was employed in the 
Coast Survey, having in special 
charge the longitude determina- 
tions, the methods of which he 
greatly improved. In 1856 he was 
appomted director of the Dudley 
Observatory, at Albany, New York, 
retaining the post until the begin- 
ning of 1859. In 1866 he estab- 
hshed an observatory at Yalentia in 
Ireland, and made the first deter- 
mmation of transatlantic longitude 
by telegraph cable. In 1868 he 
was appointed by the Government 
of the Argentme Eepubhc, South 
America, to organise and direct the 
National Observatory at Cordova, 
where he still remains. Since 
that time he has completed a 
set of maps of the stars visible to 
the naked eye from the observatory, 
and has also undertaken a series of 
zone observations on the southern 
stars. Up to April, 1874, more 
than 83,000 stars had been observed. 
In 1849 he founded at Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, the Astronomical 
Journal, which he edited until its 
suspension in 1861, the expenses 
bemg defrayed by himself and a 
few friends. His principal works 
are: "Eeport on the Discovery* of 
the Planet Neptune" (Smithsonian 
Institution Eeports, 1850) ; In- 
vestigation of the Orbit of the 
Comet V." (1847) , Discussions 
of Observations made by the U. S. 
Astronomical Expedition to Chili, 
to determine the Solar Parallax" 
(1856) ; " On the Transatlantic 
Longitude," 1869; "Military and 
Anthropological Statistics of Ame- 
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rican Soldiers/’ 1869 j Ancestry 
of Zaclieus Gould/^ 1872 , and 
several charts of stars of scarcely 
less importance than those already 
noted. 

GOUNOD, Chablbs Francois, 
composer, was horn at Paris, June 
17, 1818. After the usual course of 
training in musical science, and 
the probationary attempts m com- 
position common to professional 
novitiates, M. Gounod became 
laiown as a lyric composer for the 
stage by his pastoral of Philemon 
and Baucis.” This was followed 
by "La Nonne Sanglante,” 
" Sappho,” a cantata, and " La Go- 
lombe ” Although these works 
contained unq^uestionable marks of 
genius, none achieved success. In- 
deed, few composers who have risen 
to eminence have had more failures 
at the outset of their career than 
the author of one of the most suc- 
cessful of modern operas, " Faust.” 
It IS greatly to the credit of French 
operatic managers that they should 
possess the sKll to discern latent 
faculties of a high order, and that 
they should determme to foster 
them by affording the possessors 
every chance of developmg their 
powers, despite a succession of 
failures at the outset. In this in- 
stance, at all events, M. Carvalho, 
of the Thetee Lyrique, one of M. 
Gounod’s principal supporters, has 
proved triumphantly that his prog- 
nostications of the ultimate triumph 
of his friend were well founded. 
" Faust,” although not actually the 
first successful work of Gounod, 
took aU the lovers of operatic music 
by surprise. What rendered his 
success more remarkable was the 
fact that, though Goethe’s master- 
piece had been previously set to 
music a hundred times, not one of 
these efforts was considered worthy 
of the theme. M. Gounod is the 
composer, amongst other works, of 
a eomo opera founded on Moli^re’s 
Medicin malgre lui,” produced in 
London by the English Opera Com- 
pany under the title of the "Mock 


Doctor . ” of " Lii Eoinc do Saha. , ” 

" Mirelle,” brought out m London 
in 1861, "Eomeo and Juliot,” 
duced at Paris and London in iS(;7 , 
and " Poly oucto,” produced at tlio 
Grand Opera, Paris, Oct. 7, LS7H, 
He was oloctod a monilxn* of the 
French Institute, section of 
in May, 1866, and was proniot(‘d to 
the rank of Coinuiandor of the 
Legion of Honour m Aug., 1877. 
His opera, " The Tribute of Zoinoni,” 
was produced at the Grand Opera 
at Paris on April 1, 1881 , and in 
the folloT^ing year his sacred work, 

The Eedemption,” was produced 
at the Birmingham Musical Fes- 
tival. 

GOUBKO (Count), Joseph Vas- 
sily]6vich, one of the most distin- 
guished generals of the Busso- 
Turkish war, is of Polish origin, 
and was born in 1828, and educated 
in the Imperial " Corps do Pages.” 
He was created ensign of the regi- 
ment of Hussars of the Imperial 
Body Guard in 184-6. In 1857 ho 
was already captain, and com- 
manded a squadron in tho saino 
regiment, and was made in 1860 
adjutant to the Emperor. In 1861 
he received his coloneTs commis- 
sion In 1866 Goui’ko was ap- 
pointed commander of tho 4th 
Hussar regiment of Marinpol, In 
1867 the Emperor named him major- 
general, and ordered him to be at 
his suite. Then he commanded the 
Grenadier regiment of the Imperial 
Guards, and in 1873 the 1st brigade 
of the 2nd division of the CavaUeri^ 
de la Garde We may add^ffiaP 
Count Gourko took part, although 
in inferior ranks, in the Crimean 
war, being stationed at Belbeck. 
His late heroic deeds are almost too 
weU known to be minutely recorded ; 
we will only mention some of the 
principal feats of this valiant 
general, who commanded the van- 
guard of the Imperial army. On 
the 26th June, 1877, with a detach- 
ment of cavalry and a single bat- 
tery, he attacked and took by 
assault the strong and powerfully 
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occupied town of Tyi-novo (Tir- 
nowo). On the 5th of July he 
occupied Kazanlyk and the village 
of Shipka;, and after occupying and 
defending the passes of SMpka^ 
HaukOj and others, he, together 
with Oeneral Eadetzky, traversed 
the Balkans in the middle of the 
winter snowstorms and frosts, with 
hut few losses, and led the victori- 
rious Eussian troops into the fertile 
valleys heyond, thus occupying 
Sofia, Philippopolis, and Adriano- 
pohs. The hazardous and almost 
impossible feat of traversing the 
Balkans in the middle of winter 
will for ever remain one of the 
greatest deeds performed by the 
soldiers of Eussia. Count G-ourko 
has been elevated to the rank of 
Adjutant-General, is a Knight of 
St. George of the second class, and 
of several other high orders. He 
was made a Count in April, 
1878. 

GEABY, Standish Geove-, born 
in 1815, at Killester Park, county 
of Bublin, fourth son of Henry 
Grove-Grady, Esq., of Bellewood, 
Templemore, co Tipperary. He 
was called to the bar at the Middle 
Temple in Jan., 1841, and chose the 
Home Circuit. He was appointed 
Eecorder of Gravesend in Sept , 
1848, and Eeader to the Inns of 
Court on the Hindoo and Mahome- 
dan Laws, and the laws in force in 
British India m July, 1869. Mr 
Grady is the author of The Law 
of Pistures and Bilapidations, 
Ecclesiastical and Lay,” “The 
Law of the Eegistration of Voters 
and of Elections j ” “ Equalisation 
of the Poor Eates ; ” “ The Present 
State of our Pubhc Schools,” 
“Abuses of Public Charities?” 
“Hindoo Law of Inheritance?” 
“ The Mahomedan Law of Inherit- 
ance and Contract,” “A Manual 
of Hindu Law ? ” joint author of 
“The Law and Practice at the 
Crown side of the Court of Queen^s 
Bench,” and editor of the “ Insti- 
tutes of Menu,” “The Hedaya,” 
and the “ Indian Codes.”

GEANIEE BE CASSAGNAC, 
Paul de, son of Adolphe Granier 
de Cassagnac, born about 1840, be- 
came at an early age a contributor 
to the minor Parisian journals, and 
soon acquired notoriety by the 
fierceness of his personal attacks 
on his contemporaiues and the 
numerous duels to which they gave 
rise. In 1866, under the auspices 
of his father, he joined the staff of 
Le PaySj of which soon afterwards 
he became the principal editor. 
Since then he has been perpetually 
embroiled in quarrels with his 
brother joumalists and anti-Bona- 
partist politicians. It would be 
difficult to enumerate all the “af- 
fairs of honoiu'” in which ho has 
been engaged, but his duel with 
the late M. Gustave Elourens in 
1869, may be mentioned as being 
one of the most desperate fought 
m recent times M. Paul de 
Cassagnac was decorated with the 
Legion of Honour on the Emperor’s 
f to-day in 1868, and in July, 1869, 
was elected a member of the Consezl 
General for the Bepartment of Gers. 
On the declaration of war against 
Prussia, in Aug., 18/0, M. Paul de 
Cassagnac, who was still suffering 
from a recent wound in the chest, 
and who had just been appointed a 
Major of the Garde Mobile of the 
department of Gers, preferred to 
enrol himself as a vohmteer in the 
first regiment of Zouaves. Taken 
prisoner at Sedan he was interned 
for eight months in a casemate at 
Kosel in Silesia On recovering 
his liberty he went to Venice for 
the benefit of his health ? and 
afterwards he established in the 
department of Gers, L’Apx^el au 
Peuple, a political journal which 
met with considerable success Ee- 
tuming to Paris in Jan., 1872, he 
resumed the editorship of Le Pays, 
In July of that year he was con- 
demned to a week’s imprisonment. 
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and to pay a fine of 100 francs 
in consequence of Ins duel witii 
M. Lockroy. On July 7, 1873, lie 
fought a duel on the Luxemburg 
frontier with M. Banc, a Paris 
journalist j both combatants being 
wounded, and M. Banc disabled. 
He was tried in Paris, July 2, 1874, 
for the publication in Le Pays of 
articles calculated to disturb the 
pubhc peace, and to stir up hatred 
and contempt between citizens. M 
Paul de Cassagnac undertook his 
own defence and obtained a verdict 
of “Hot G-uilty," a result which 
was regarded by the Bonapartists 
as a signal triumph. In 1874 he 
published in his journal a series of 
violent articles in reference to the 
capitulation of Sedan, the whole 
responsibility of which was thrown 
onto G-eneral Wimpffen^s shoulders 
The General accordingly instituted 
a prosecution for hbel m the Assize 
Com’t of the Seme, but M. Paul de 
Cassagnac was acqmtted by the 
jury (Feb., 1875). On Nov. 24, 
1875, he delivered, at a meetmg at 
BeUeviUe, a speech in which he 
contended that the restoration of 
the Empire was the essential con- 
dition of the welfare of the people 
The Pays and other newspapers 
were prosecuted for printmg a 
report of this discourse, but they 
were aU acqmtted M Paul de 
Cassagnac was returned to the 
national Assembly by the arron- 
dissement of Condom m the depart- 
ment of Gers, at the general elections 
of Feb., 1876 and Oct., 1877. The 
latter election was annulled by the 
Chamber, Hov. 11, 1878, but m the 
following February M. de Granier 
de Cassagnac was again elected. 

GEAHT, Sia Alexajstder, Bart., 
LL.D , eldest son of the late Sir 
Bobert Innes-Grant, Bart., of Dal- 
vey, Horth Britain, born in 1826, 
and educated at Harrow and Balliol 
College, Oxford, of which he was 
elected Scholar, and whence he was 
elected to a Fellowship at Oriel 
College, in 1849. In 1855 he was 
nominated one of the Examiners i 


for the Indian Civil Service ap- 
pointments, succeeded his father as 
eighth baronet, Aug. 1, 1866, and 
having acted as one of the Public 
Bxammers in Classics at Oxford, 
was appointed in 1858 Inspector of 
Schools m the Madras Presidency. 
He became Professor of History 
and Political Economy in Elphin- 
stone College at Madras in 1860; 
Prmcipal of that college in 1862; 
Vice-Chancellor of the XJmversity 
of Bombay in 1863 ; Director of 
Pubhc Instruction in the Bombay 
Presidency in 1865 ; a member of 
the Legislative Council of Bombay 
in 1868, in the same year, Vice- 
Chancellor and Principal of the 
University of Edinburgh ; and in 
1872 a member of the Board of 
Education for Scotland. Sir Alex- 
ander Grant edited “The Ethics 
of Aristotle, with English Notes,” 
1854, third edition revised and 
partly re-written, 1874 ; “ Xeno- 
phon,” forming vol. viii 'of “Ancient 
Classics for English Headers;” in 
1871; and “Aristotle,” in the same 
series, m 1877 He has in prepara- 
tion a comprehensive History of the 
University of Edinbmgh. He is 
Hon. D.C L of Oxford, and LL.D. 
of Edinburgh and Glasgow. 

GEANT, The Veey Eev. Geobge 
Monro, D.D., Princij)al of Que(^^s 
University, Kingston, Ontario, who 
is of Scottish parentage, was boim 
at Stellarton, Picton county, NovV 
Scotia, Dec 22, 1835. Ho receivec^ 
his hterary education at Picton Aca-"" 
demy and his theological training 
at the West Eiver Seminary of the 
Presbyterian Church in his native 
province. At the latter, at the age 
of eighteen, he won a bursary which 
entitled him to a collegiate course 
in the University of Glasgow, the 
bursai'y being awarded by the synod 
of the Old Kirk in Nova Scotia. 
During his theological course at 
Glasgow he won academic dis- 
tinction, taking the highest honours 
m philosophy at his examination 
for M.A., and the Lord Bector's 
Prize for the best Essay on Hindoo 
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Literature and Pliilosopliy. On his 
return to Nova Scotia, he spent 
some time as a missionary in the 
Maritime Provinces, and "became 
pastor of St. Matthew’s Church, 
Hahfax, a position -he held until 
his acceptance, in 1877, of the 
Principalshipof Queen’s University. 
As President of this institution. Dr 
Grant has been conspicuously suc- 
cessful Dr. Grant is an able littera- 
teur and an accomplished writer. In 
1872 he published "Ocean to Ocean,” 
an interesting diary of a tour across 
the American Continent, in con- 
nection with a surveying expedition, 
to locate the line of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. At present Prin- 
cipal Grant is editing "Picturesque 
Canada,” an elaborate work illus- 
trative of the scenery, the industries, 
and the social life of the Canadian 
Dominion. 

GRANT, Jambs, was born at 
Edinburgh, Aug. 1, 1822. When 
only ten years old he sailed with 
his father, who had the command 
of a detachment of soldiers, for 
Newfoundland, and was several 
years with the troops in America, 
his education being principally 
received in barracks. To this 
military training maybe traced the 
style and character of many of his 
works. Returning home in 1839, 
he was gazetted to an ensigney in 
the 62nd foot, joined the provisional 
battahon at Chatham, and in 1840 
had charge of the dep6t. He left 
the army soon afterwards, and de- 
voted himself to literature and the 
study of Scottish antiquities. His 
first work, " The Romance of War ; 
or. Highlanders in Spain,” was 
published in 1846, an additional 
volume appearing in 1847, with the 
secondary title of " Highlanders in 
Belgium.” It was followed by 
"Adventures of an Aide-de-Camp, 
or a Campaign in Calabria,” 1848 ; 
" Memoirs of Kircaldy of Grange,” 
1849; "Walter Renton, or the 
Scottish Cavalier,” I860; "Menao- 
rials of Edinburgh Castle,” illus- 
trated by drawings of bds own. 


1850; "Bothwell, or the Days of 
Mary Queen of Scots,” 1851 ; " Me- 
moirs of Sir John Hepburn, Marshal 
of Prance, and Colonel of the Scots 
Brigade,” 1861 ; " Jane Seton, or the 
King’s Advocate,” 1863 ; Philip 
Bollo, or the Scottish Musketeers,” 
1854, pubhshed m Paris as "Les 
Mousquetaires ^Icossais ; ” " Prank 
Hilton, or the Queen’s Own,” 1855 ;

Ogilvie, or the Black Dragoon,” 
1856 , " Laura Everingham,” 1857 ;

Six Years Ago,” 1877 Most of 
these works have been printed in 
the United States, all have been 
translated into German and Danish, 
and several into French. Mr. Grant 
has been a constant contributor of 
memoirs to the Dublin University 
Magafiinej the United Service Maga- 
zine, &c. In 1852 he prepared the 
"Memorial^’ which was presented 
to the House of Lords by the Duke 
of Richmond, in the name of 200 
Peninsula lieutenants, craving the 
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lank of captains withont increase of 
pay. It was not acted nponj 
owing to the opposition of the late 
duke of W ellin^on. In Dec., 1875, 
Mr. Grant abjured Protestantism, 
and was received into the Eoman 
Catholic Church by the Cardinal 
Archbishop of Westminster. 

GEANT, James Augustus, C.B., 
C.S.L, PE.S., PL.S., Eetired 
Lieut.-Col. of the Bengal army, 
son of the late Eev. James Grant, 
minister of hTaim, N.B., born at 
Naim in 1827, was educated at the 
grammar-school, and Marischal 
College, Aberdeen He was ap- 
pointed m 1846 to the Indian army, 
served under Gen. Whish at both 
sieges of Mooltan, was present at 
the battle of Goojerat under Lord 
Gough, for which he received the 
medal and two clasps ; was Ad- 
jutant of the 8th N.I. for five 
years? and baggage-master to Sir 
James Outram’s force in Aug., 
1857 ; did duty with the 78th 
Highlanders, under Gen. Havelock, 
at the relief of Lucknow, where he 
was wounded while in command of 
two companies of the 78th High- 
landers who formed the rear guard 
of the army (Mutiny medal and 
clasp for "Belief of Lucknow 
In 1860-3 he explored the sources 
of the Nile in company with the 
lamented Capt. Speke, who pub- 
lished his "Journal of the -dis- 
covery of the source of the Nile ” 
in 1863, for which he was made a 
C.B, (civil division) in Sept , 1866. 
He served in the Intelligence 
Department with the Abyssinian 
expedition under Lord Napier of 
Magdala in 1868, and was nomi- 
nated a Companion of the Order of 
the Star of India for his services in 
that capacity (medal for Abyssinia). 
He is ihe author of a " Walk across 
Africa,^^ "Summary of the Speke 
and Grant Expedition” in the 
Journal of the Boyal Geographical 
Society for 1872, and of "The 
Botany of the Speke and Grant 
Expedition,” forming the 29th vol. 
of the Transactions of the Linncean 


1872. He IS gold iiiedallisi 
of the Eoyal Geographical Society, 
and has received medals from Pope 
Pius IX. and King Victor Em- 
manuel. He IS a Justice of the 
Peace and Deputy Lieutenant of 
Nairnshire. 

GEANT, SiK Patkxok, G.C.B., 
G.C MG., son of the late Major 
John Grant, of Auchterblair, co. 
Elgin, born at Duthill, in that 
county, in 1801, cntoied the 
military service of the East India 
Company in 1819 During the 
Gwahor campaign of 1813-1, Cap- 
tain Grant served on Sir Hugh 
Gough's Staft* as Deputy Assistant- 
Adjutant-General, and obtained his 
brevet majority for Maharajpur. 
As Adjutant-General in the Sutlej 
Campaign of 1815-6, he fought 
under the same. chief at Mudki, 
Pirozshahr and Sobraon, and re- 
ceived two severe wounds, bosides 
having his horse thrice shot under 
him. Por his services in this war 
he was made a C.B., and gained 
another step in brevet rank. In 
the same capacity he again followed 
Lord Gough through the Punjaub 
campaign, sharing in the hard-won 
fight of Chilianwalla and the 
crowning victory of Gujarat. At 
the end of the campaign he was 
made an A.D 0. to the Queen witli 
the rank of Colonel In 1819-50 
Colonel Grant again served as 
Adjutant-General in SirO. Na])ier’s 
campaign against the hill-tribes of 
Kohat. In 1856, as Major-Geiuu’al 
and K.O.B., he was aiipointed 
Commander-in-Chief of the Madras 
army, and on the death of General 
Anson, in the first days of the 
Mutiny in 1857, Sir Patrick went 
over to Calcutta as acting Comman- 
der-in-Ohief of Bengal, pending 
the arrival of Anson’s successor. 
Sir Cohn Campbell After the 
Mutmy he was rewarded with the 
Grand Cross of the Bath, and in 
March, 1867, was preferred to the 
Governorship of Malta. The latter 
post he resigned thrgugh ill-health 
in April, 1872. In 1874 he was 
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appointed to the post of Governor 
of Chelsea Hosjiital, left vacant by 
the death of Sir Sydney Cotton, 
GRANT, Ulysses Simpson, 
eighteenth President of the United 
States, born at Point Pleasant, 
Ohio, April 27, 1822. He graduated 
from the Military Academy at 
West Point in 184-3, received his 
commission as second lieutenant in 
1845, and served in the Mexican 
campaign under Generals Taylor 
and Scott. In 1852 he was ordered 
to Oregon, and in Aug., 1853, 
became captain. He resigned his 
commission in July, 1854, and, 
after a residence of four or five 
years in St. Louis, removed in 1859 
to Galena, Illinois, where he en- 
gaged in business with his father 
and brothers Prom this privacy 
he was drawn out by the civil war, 
and having acted jfirst as aide-de- 
camp to the Governor of Illinois in 
1861, and afterwards as Colonel of 
the 21st Illinois Volunteers, was 
made a Brigadier-General in July, 
1861. While m command in Cairo, 
he secured Paducah, and with it 
Kentucky. In Nov , 1861, he 
fought the battle of Belmont, and 
in Jan., 1862, conducted a recon- 
naissance to the rear of Columbus. 
Port Henry fell Peb. 6, and ten 
days after Port Uonelson sur- 
rendered to him unconditionally, 
being followed by the evacuation of 
Columbus and Bowling Green. He 
was made Commander of the dis- 
trict of West Tennessee, and his 
forces advanced up that river to 
Pittsburg Landing, and fought, 
April 6 and 7, the battle of Shiloh, 
at which the Confederate general 
A. S. Johnston lost his hfe. He 
was second m command to General 
Halleck during the siege of Corinth, 
and when the latter was ordered to 
Washington, Grant was appointed 
to take command of the department 
of Tennessee He captured Vicks- 
burg, on the Mississippi, July 4, 
1863, and after the partial defeat of 
the Umon Troops, under Gen. 
Roseorans, at Chickamauga, Ten- 


nessee, in September, he was as- 
signed to the command of the 
largely reinforced army, and in 
November defeated General Bragg 
at Chattanooga, close by. In 
March, 1864, President Lincoln 
appointed him Lieutenant-General, 
and conferred on him the powers of 
General-in-Chief of the vast armies 
in the field Invested with this 
authority, and having reorganized 
the army of the East, and arranged 
with General W. T. Sherman, the 
Commander of the army of the 
West, to move against Gen. J. E. 
Johnston, at the same time that he 
moved against Gen. Lee, he pre- 
pared for a vigorous and protracted 
campaign. The two armies moved 
early in May, and, after a series of 
hard-fought battles, alternating 
with repeated flanking movements, 
which the skill and tact of Gen. 
Lee rendered abortive, Gen. Grant 
crossed the James River, between 
the 12th and 15th of June, 1864, 
and proceeded to lay siege to Rich- 
mond and Petersburg from the 
north and north-east, while a very 
considerable army was cutting off 
them supplies, and destroying their 
railroads at the south* and south- 
west. At length one railroad after 
another having been cut, and the 
two cities of Richmond and Peters- 
burg reduced to great straits, while 
the army of Gen. Lee was rapidly 
duninislnng, the last Ime was 
broken on April 2, 1865, and Lee 
and the remnant of his army fled 
westward, pursued by Grant. On 
the 9th of April, 1865, Lee surren- 
dered with his entire command to 
Grant at Appomattox Court House, 
Virginia The surrender of the 
other armies, m • North Carolina, 
Alabama, and Texas followed soon 
after, and the war ended. After its 
dose the gratitude of the people to 
Gen. Grant found expression m 
numerous and valuable gifts. On 
July 25, 1866, Congress having 
created the grade of General of the 
Army, hitherto unknown in the 
army of the United States, he was 
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cominissioiied General the same 
day, and Major-General Sherman 
promoted to be Lieutenant-General 
Luring; the difficulties of Presidem 
Johnson with his Cabmet Gen 
Grant served for a short time as 
Secretary of War ad interm i Aug. 
1867, to Feb , 1868. He was elected 
President in Nov., 1868, receiving 
214 out of the 294 electoral votes o 
the 26 States then recognized as 
belonging to the TJnion He wag 
inaugurated March 4, 1869. His 
administration was, upon the whole 
satisfactory 5 and in 1872 he was 
nominated for a second term of 
four years by the Eepubhcan Na 
tional Convention. But in the 
meanwhile dissatisfaction had 
grown up among some prominent 
members of the Republican party. 
These, taking the name of “Liberal 
Republicans,^^ nominated for Presi- 
dent Mr. Horace Greely, the editor 
of the New Tork Tribune. Th 
Democratic National Convention 
also nominated Mr. Greely, although 
he had always been a sfeong oppo- 
nent of the Democratio party. At 
the Pesidential election held in 
Nov , 1872, Grant received 26^ 
electoral votes, and Greely 80 
though his popular majority was 
only 762,991 out of a total vote 
cast of 6,431,149. Mr. Greely died 
Nov. 29, 1872, just after the result 
of the election was evident. During 
the second administration of Presi- 
dent Grant, grave difficulties arose, 
growing mainly out of financial 
questions and the disturbed condi- 
tion of the South. The elections 
held in the autumn of 1874 resulted 
generally in favour of the Demo- 
cratic party, who secured a ma- 
jority in the Congressional House 
of Representatives, which convened 
in Dee, 1875, while the hitherto 
large Republican majority in the 
Senate was greatly diminished. 
Though a number of the leaders 
and a considerable portion of the 
Republican party desired his 
renomination in 1876, pubhc 
opinion in advance of the Conven- 


tion was so emphatic against 
violating the well settled limitation 
to two terms, that his name was 
not formally presented. Imme- 
diately upon the expiration of his 
term of office, Mai*ch 4, 1877, he 
set out upon an extensive tour 
round the world, which lasted 
until the spring of 1880. Though 
no longer anything more than a 
private citizen of the Republic, b(3 
was everywhere received with the 
utmost consideration and distinc- 
tion due to the eminent civil and 
military positions ho had hold. At 
the Republican National Conven- 
tion of 1880 his political adherents 
once more endeavoui’ed to secure 
his nomination, claiming that the 
custom established by Washington 
applied only to three consecutive 
terms, and hence would not bo 
violated if the nomination woro 
agam given to Gen. Grant after a 
break in the continuity of his 
office. They did not succeed, 
however, and the nomination was 
given to Mr. Garfield. Since his 
return from Europe, Gen. Grant 
has resided chiefly m New York 
City. 

GRANVILLE (Eahj,), Thio 
Rioht Honoueablk Gkanvjliuc 
Geoboe Leveson-Gower, K.a , 
eldest son of the first earl, born 
May 11, 1815, was educated at Eton, 
and Christ Church, Oxford, where 
betook his degree in 1831, became 
attache to the embassy at Pans in 
1835, and was elected to the ilouH <3 
of Commons for the borough of 
Morpeth in 1836, being re-elected 
in 1837. Early in 1810 he accepted 
the appointment of Under-Secretary 
of State for Foreign Afiairs, which 
he held for some months, and 
shortly after took his seat as luein- 
her for Lichfield. While in th(t 
House of Commons he suiiported 
the Liberal party, and was an able 
and consistent advocatii of free 
jade. In 1846 he succoedod to the 
_ieerage, in 18'18 was appointed 
Vice-President of the Board of 
Trade, in 1851 obtained a seat in 
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the cabinet, and m Dec. of that 
year succeeded Lord Palmerston in 
the Foreign Office, retiring with 
the Russell ministry early in 1852. 
Lord Granville, who has held the 
offices of Master of the Buckhounds, 
Paymaster-general of the Forces, 
Chancellor of the Duchy of Lan- 
caster, and Treasurer of the Navy, 
was appomted President of the 
Council in 1853, and in 1855 under- 
took the ministerial leadership in 
the House of Lords. In 1850 Lord 
Granville acted as Vice-President 
of the Royal Commission for the 
Great Exhibition, of which he was 
one of the most diligent working 
members, and accepted, m the 
autumn of 1860, the Chairmanship 
of the Commission for the Great 
Exhibition of 1862. In 1856 Lord 
Granville was sent upon an extra- 
ordinary mission to the court of St. 
Petersburg, as representative of 
the English nation, at the corona- 
tion of Alexander II Lord Gran- 
ville, who retired with Lord Pal- 
merston's first ministry in 1858, was 
re-appomted President of the Coun- 
cil (having failed in an attempt to 
form a mmistry himself) in Lord 
Palmerston's second administration 
in 1859, and retired on the fall of 
Lord Russell's second administra- 
tion in 1866. Lord Granville was 
made Lord Warden of the Cmque 
Ports in Dec., 1865 In Dec., 1868, 
his lordship accepted office under 
Mr. Gladstone as Colonial Secre- 
tary, and retained that position till 
July, 1870, when he was appointed 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs in 
succession to the late Earl of Cla- 
rendon. He occupied the latter 
position until the resignation of the 
Liberal Cabinet in Feb., 1874 At 
the commencement of the following 
year, when Mr. Gladstone retired 
from the leadership of the Opposi- 
tion, Lord Granville became, by 
general consent, the leader of the 
Liberal party. Lord Hartington 
being chosen as its spokesman in 
the House of Commons. On Mr. 
Gladstone returning to power in 


May, 1880, Earl Granville again 
became Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs. On June 12 in 
that year his lordship was presented 
with the freedom of the Fishmon- 
gers' Company. 

GRAVES, The Rio-ht Rev. 
Charles, D.D., Bishop of Limerick, 
Ardfert, and Aghadoe, was born 
Nov. 6, 1812, and educated at 
Trinity College, Dublin, where he 
took high honours, and of which he 
became a Fellow. He was for some 
time Dean of the Chapel Royal in 
Ireland, and Chaplain to the Lord 
Lieutenant. He was consecrated 
Bishop of Limenck Jime 29, 1866. 

GRAY, Asa, M.D , LL.D., bom 
at Paris, New York, Nov. 18, 1810. 
He graduated M D. at Fairfield 
Medical College, in 1831, but soon 
relinquished the practice of medi- 
cine, and devoted himself, under 
Professor Torrey, of New York, to 
the study of botany. In 1834 
he received the appointment of 
Botanist of the United States Ex- 
ploring Expedition, but he declined 
it. In 1842 he was elected Fisher 
Professor of Natural History in 
Harvard College, a position he still 
retains, although he has not actively 
taught since 1873. In addition to 
his lectures at Cambridge, he has 
delivered three courses of lectures 
before the Lowell Institute in 
Boston; published in 1836 his 
Elements of Botany," enlarged 
into the " Botanical Text-book ; ” 
and in 1838 commenced, with Dr. 
Torrey, " The Flora of North 
America." He published in 1848 
the Manual of Botany for the 
Northern United States," and the 
first volume of the " Genera Boreali- 
Americana Illustrata;" and the 
first volume of his " Botany of the 
United States Pacific ^ Exploring 
Expedition, under Captain Wilkes," 
in 1854. He has since published 
the following works, mostly text- 
books • "How Plants Grow;" "Les- 
sons in Botany, with drawings from 
Nature ; " " The School and Field- 
book of Botany;" "The Manual 
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of Botany Structural and 
Systematic Botany (new edition^ 
IS'TO), a revised edition of the 
" Botanical Text-hook/' with 1,300 
illustrations ; Flora of the South- 
ern United States ; ” Free Exam- 
ination of Darwin’s Treatise/ 
1861 , Darwiniana,” 1876 ; “ New 
Flora of North America/^ 1878 
“Natural Science and Keligion/ 
1880. He visited Europe in 1838-9 
and again in 1850-51, and has con 
tributed numerous papers to scien- 
tific periodicals and to the Transac- 
tions of learned societies. In 1874 
he was chosen one of the Eegents 
of the Smithsonian Institute, and 
in 1878 the Academie des Sciences 
of Paris elected him a correspond- 
ing member in the Section of 
Botany. 

Gr E E E C E, Kino op. {See 
Geoe-ge I.) 

GEEEN, Mrs. Mary Anne Eve- 
rett, whose maiden name was 
Wood, was bom at Sheffield m 
1818, and, in early life, resided in 
several parts of Lancashire and 
Yorkshire, and received an excel- 
lent education. Her mtellectual 
tastes were fostered by the late 
James Montgomery, the “bard of 
Sheffield,” an intimate friend of 
her father In 1841 her parents 
removed to London, and having 
now freer access to hbraries and 
MS. collections, she conceived the 
idea of compiling the “Lives of 
Prmcesses of England,” the first 
volume of which appeared in 1849, 
and the sixth and last in 185 5 Mrs . 
Green edited “Letters of Eoyal 
and Illustrious Ladies,” published 
in 1846 j “ The Diary of John Eons,” 
printed for the Camden Society, in 
1856 ; the “ Letters of Queen Hen- 
rietta Maria,” in 1857; and has 
contributed occasionally to period- 
i^l literature, chiefly on antiqua- 
rian subjects. She has been in- 
trusted by the Master of the Bolls 
with the duty of calendering the 
State Papers in the Eecord Office. 
The papers of the reign of James 
I., 4 vols , were pubhshed in 1857-9, 


and of those of Charles II. seven 
volumes appeared 1860-68. Mrs 
Green was then requested to com- 
plete the calendar of the State 
Papers of Queen Elizabeth, left 
unfinished by the lafe Mr. Lemon, 
which, with addenda from Edward 
VI. to James I., forms 6 vols., pub- 
lished, 1869-1874. She is now occu- 
pied upon the papers of the Inter- 
regnum, of which 9 vols , are pub- 
hshed, 1875-1883. In 1845 she 
married Mr. G. P Green, artist, of 
Cottingham, near Hull, and of 
London. 

GEEENE, George Washing- 
ton, grandson of Gen Nathaniel 
Greene, born at East Greenwich, 
Ehode Island, April 8, 1811. He 
was educated at Brown University, 
hved in Europe from 1827 to 1847, 
and from 1837 to 1845 was United 
States Consul at Eome. On re- 
turning to the United States in 
1847, he became Professor of 
Modern Languages in Brown Uni- 
versity, and in 1872 non-resident 
Professor of History in Cornell 
University. He is now residing 
at East Greenwich in very poor 
health. Besides contributing to 
periodicals, be has published “ His- 
torical Studies,” 1850, “History 
and Geography of the Middle 
Ages,” 1851 , “ Historical View of 
the American Eevolution,” 1865 , 
“ Biographical Studies,” 1866 ; 
“Life of Nathaniel Greene,” 1867- 
68; and “A Short History of Ehode 
Island,” 1877. 

GEEENWELL, The Eev. Wil- 
liam, M A., D.C L , F E S., F.S.A , 
IS the eldest son of the late Wil- 
ham Thomas Greenwell, Esq., J.P., 
D.L., of Greenwell Ford, co. Dur- 
ham He was born there March 23, 
1820, and educated at Durham 
Ichool, and the University of Dur- 
ham, where he graduated m 1839, 
and ultimately became Fellow of 
University College, and afterwards 
Principal of N eville Hall, Oxford . In 
1847 he was preferred to the vicarage 
of Ovmgham, Northumberland, and 
s now Minor-Canon and Librarian 
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of Durham Cathedral, and Sector 
of St Mary, in the South Bailey, 
in the city of Durham. Mr. Green- 
well IS well known as an archaeo- 
logist, principally in connection 
with the sepulchral remains of the 
early inhabitants of Britain His 
investigations with regard to the 
territorial possessions of the bishop- 
ric of Durham, as well as those of 
the prior and convent of the same 
place, are familiar to all interested 
in these and cognate subjects. He 
has also -written on Greek numis- 
matics, and other branches of the 
archaeology of that people. Mr. 
Greenwell is the possessor of a 
very extensive and valuable col- 
lection of weapons, implements, 
and other articles belonging to the 
stone and bronze periods of Britain 
and other countries, with which 
most native and many foreign 
archaeologists are well acquainted. 
His large series of skulls, many of 
which were derived from the bar- 
rows of England, and which com- 
prised also numerous examples from 
America, Australia, and other coun- 
tries, was given by him some years 
ago to the University of Oxford, 
where they are exhibited m the 
Hew Museum. In 1879 he pre- 
sented to the nation a collection, 
second to none in Britain, of urns 
and other sepulchral pottery, wea- 
pons and implements of stone and 
bronze and ornaments, the result 
of above twenty years’ researches 
in the burial mounds of many 
counties of England. These are 
now lodged in the British Museum 
Mr. Greenwell has been President 
of the Tyneside Naturalists’ Eield 
Club, and for many years President 
of the Durham and Northumber- 
land Archseological and Architec- 
tural Society. His principal works 
are Boldon Buke, a Survey of the 
possessions of the See of Durham 
in 1183 ” (1852) ; "Bishop Hatfield’s 
Survey,” a record of the possessions 
of the See of Dimham (1857) ; 

Wills and Inventories from the 
Eegistryat Durham” (1860) ; "Eeo- 


darium Prioratus Dimelmensis,” a 
survey of the possessions of the 
prior and convent of Durham in the 
fifteenth century (1872), being pub- 
lications of the Surtees Society; 
" British Barrows,” a record of the 
examination of sepulchral mounds 
in various parts of England (1877) ; 
"Durham Cathedral,” an address 
illustrative of the building and its 
history (1881) j and various papers 
in the "Transactions of the Ber- 
wickshire Naturalists’ Eield Club,” 
the Numismatic Chronicle, the 
Journal of Sellenic Studies, and 
other publications. Mr. Greenwell 
is a Justice of the Peace for the 
county of Durham. 

GEEGG, The Eioht Eev.Eobert 
Samuel, D.D., Bishop of Cork, 
Cloyne, and Eoss, younger son of 
the late Eight Eev. Dr. John 
Gregg, Bishop of Cork, by Elizar 
beth, daughter of Mr J^bert Law, 
of Dublm, was born in 1834, and 
educated at Trinity College, Dub- 
lin (B.A , 1857 5 M.A., I860) He 
was formerly rector of Clonmel, 
Queensto-wn, Ireland, and after- 
wards precentor of Cork and in- 
cumbent of St Finbar in that city 
He was appointed to -the deanery 
of the cathedral church of St. Fin- 
bar, Cork, in 1874, and in March, 
1875, he was elected to the Bishop- 
ric of Ossory, Ferns, and Leighb’n, 
which had been left vacant by the 
death of the Eight Eev. James 
Thomas O’Brien, D.D On June 27, 
1878, he was elected in the room of 
his father, the late Dr. John Gregg, 
to the bishopric of Cork. Canon 
Henry Jelle-fct, D D., was also nomi- 
nated for the see, but m the final 
poll the Bishop of Ossory obtained 
109 out of 160 clerical votes. Bishop 
Gregg married, in 1863, Elinor, 
daughter of Mr. J. H Bainbridge, 
of Frankfield, co. Cork. 

GEEGOEY, Sir Charles Hut- 
ton, K.O.M G , son of the late 
Dr Olinthus Gregory, the eminent 
mathematician, born in 1817, was 
educated privately, and served his 
apprenticeship as a millwright and 
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engineer^ xmder the late Mr. Timo- 
thy Bramah. He was engaged as 
an assistant engineer, nnder Bohert 
Stephenson, on the Manchester and 
Birmingham Bailway, nnder Mr. 
James Walker, in a gravmg dock 
in Woolwich dockyard, in 1840 
became Besident Engineer of the 
London and Croydon Bailway, and 
carried ont some important works 
in the widening of ^at line, and 
the necessary alteration of bridges, 
&e., withont impeding the heavy 
traffic of the railway. The Croydon 
and Epsom Bailway was constructed 
under his direction, and in 1846 he 
succeeded the late Mr Brunei as 
Chief Engineer of the Bristol and 
Exeter B^way, in which capacity 
he constructed and laid out sever^ 
railways in the West of England. 
In 1855 heVas appointed by the G-o- 
vemment a member of the Ordnance 
Select Committee, an office which 
he held for about three years, until 
the committee was reconstructed. 
He has for several years been pro- 
fessionally connected with the 
G-eneral Post Office, his principal 
duties being the settlement, by 
arbitration with railway companies, 
of the rates of payments for mail 
trains He has laid out and re- 
ported on many works abroad , the 
drainage of the Lake Pucino in 
Italy, and the construction of the 
Beziers and G-raissessar Bailway m 
France, having been commenced 
under his direction, and from his 
designs. He is Engineer of the 
Somerset Central and Dorset Cen- 
tral Bailways, Consulting Engineer 
of the Ceylon and Pernambuco 
Bailways, and in 1868 was elected 
President of the Institution of Civil 
Engineers. He was created a Com- 
panion of the Order of SS. Michael 
and George in 1876, and a Knight 
Commander of the same Order in 
May, 1883. 

G B E G 0 B T, Edward John, 
A.B.A., son of an engineer in the 
Peninsular and Oriental Company's 
service, was born at Southampton 
in 1850. He was educated in the 


Middle Class School there under 
Mr. David Cruickshank, who did 
much to encourage his artistic pro- 
clivities. He was then placed in 
the Engineers^ drawing office of the 
Peninsular and Oriental Company 
at Southampton, where he remained 
till 1869. During this time he 
attended the Southampton School 
of Art. He also became acquainted 
with Mr. Herkomer, and took part 
m the formation of a Life Class 
chiefly under his direction. He 
then came to London, studied at 
South Kensington for a few months, 
then took up some other mechanical 
decorative work for the depart- 
ment,^^ succeedmg Herkomer in this 
employment. He exhibited his flrst 
picture (in water colour) at the 
Dudley Gallery, and was then for a 
number of years a regular member 
of The Qmjphic artistic staff. In 
1873 he was elected a member of 
the Institute of Painters in Water 
Colours. His first considerable 
success^ ^tes from 1876, when 
he exhibited, at Mr. Deschamps^ 
Gallery in Hew Bond Street, a 
powerful pictui’e of morning light 
streammg in on the host and 
hostess of an otherwise deserted 
ball-room. Among the pictures 
exhibited by him at the Institute 
are Norwegian Pirates,” " Pet of 
the Crew,” "Sir Galahad” (which 
gained the Watts Prize at Man- 
chester), " St. George,” and " Last 
Touches.” At the Grosvenor Gal- 
lery he has exhibited portraits of 
the Chairman of Lloyd's Begister, 
Mr. W. T. Eley, and Miss Gallo- 
way; and "The Behearsal” and 
other pictures: and at the Boyal 
Academy, his own portrait, and 
portraits of Mr. H. B Bobertson, 
and the Bev. Thos Stevens, Warden 
of Bradford College Mr. Gregory 
was elected an Associate of the 
Boyal Academy, Jan. 30, 1883. 

GBEGOBY, The Bev. Eobbrt, 
M.A., son of Bobert Gregory, Esq., 
of Nottingham, born in 1819, was 
educated at private schools and at 
Corpus Christ! College, Oxford, 
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(B A., 1843 j M A., 1846). In 1850 
lie gained the Denyer Theological 
Prize at Oxford. He was ordained at 
Christmas^, 1843j curate of Bilsey^ in 
Grloucestershirej where he remained 
till 1847, when he became curate of 
Panton and Wragby, in Lincoln- 
shire. There he stayed till 1851, 
when he became curate of the parish 
church of Lambeth, which he held 
until he was appointed in 1863 per- 
petual curate of St. Mary the Less, 
Lambeth, which living he resigned 
in 1873. In 1868 he was appointed 
Canon of St. PauPs. In 1870 he 
was appointed Eural Dean of Cam- 
berwell, which post he resigned 
in 1873. In 1868 he was elected 
Proctor for the clergy of the Arch- 
deaconry of Surrey, which he held 
till the election in 1874, when, 
having ceased to hold a benefice in 
the diocese of Winchester, he was 
no longer eligible j and he was then 
elected for the chapter of St. Paul's. 
In 1868 he was appointed Treasurer 
of the National Society for the 
Education of the Children of the 
Poor in the Principles of the Es- 
tablished Church Canon G-regory 
was a member of the Eitual Com- 
mission, and also of the Eoyal 
Commission upon the adm in istration 
and operation of the Contagious 
Diseases Act. In 1873 he was 
elected a member of the London 
School Board for the City Division, 
and he sat on the Board till 1876, 
when he did not seek re-election 
On Aug. 9, 1878, he was appointed a 
Eoyal Commissioner to inquire into 
the Parochial Chanties of the City of 
London . He married, fii st, in 184 1, 
Mary Prances, yoimger daughter of 
Wilham Stewart, Esq., of Prescati, 
near Dublin (she died in 1851) , 
secondly, in 1861, Charlotte Anne, 
youngest daughter of Admiral the 
Hon Sir Eobert Stopford, G.C B. 
Canon Gregory is the author of 
"Plea for Small Parishes," 1849; 

" The Difficulties and Organization 
of a Small Metropolitan Parish," 
1866 , " Sermons," 1860 ; " Lectures 
at St. Paul's, 1871-2;" "The Cost 


of Voluntary Schools and of Board 
Schools," 1875, "Is the Canadian 
System of Education Bates possible 
in England P" 1876; "Position of 
the Celebrant Aspect in Convoca- 
tion," 1875 ; " The Position of the 
Priest ordered by the Eubric in the 
Communion Service," 1876. 

GEEGOEY, The Eight Hon. 
William Heney, is the only son 
of the late Mr. Eobert Gregory, of 
Coote Park, co. Galway, and grand- 
son of the late Eight Hon. William 
Gregory, who was Under-Secretary 
for Ireland for several years under 
the administration of Lord Liver- 
pool. He was born in 1817, and 
educated at Harrow, where he 
gained the Peel Medal, a scholar- 
ship, and other prizes ; and after- 
wards at Christ Church, Oxford. 
He entered Parliament in 1842 as a 
Conservative, on a casual vacancy 
in the representation of the city of 
Dublin, arising through the death 
of Mr. John Beattie West, when he 
defeated Lord Morpeth (afterwards 
Earl of Carhsle) by a majority of all 
but 4-00 votes , but at the general 
lection of 1847 he failed to secure 
his re-election, being defeated by 
Mr John Eeynolds by just 100 votes. 
He did not again enter Parliament 
until 1857, when he was retmmed 
for Galway county as a Liberal Con- 
servative. He gave an independent , 
support to Lord Palmerston, but 
voted with Lord Derby on his 
Eeform Bill in March, 1859, and 
against the Eeform Bill brought 
forward by Lord John Eussell in 
1866. Mr. Gregory is a magistrate 
and Deputy - Lieutenant for the 
county with which he is connected 
by the ties of property, and as High 
Sheriff of which he served in 1849. 
He became well-known in the world 
of art and of art education, and took 
an active part in general pohtics, 
especially where Ireland was con- 
erned, in the House of Commons, 

In 1871 he was sworn a member of 
the Privy Council for Ireland. He 
retired from the representation of 
G alway on being appointed Governor 


ir TT 
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of Ceyloiij Jan. 8 ^ 1872 . While 
occupying tMs position, Mr. Gre- 
gory restored tlie King's palace at 
Kandy, one of the most splendid of 
oriental edifices. He resigned the 
Governorship of Ceylon in 1877 . 

GEEVY, Ku-ANgois Paul Jules, 
President of the French Eepnblic, 
was bom, according to the nsnal 
statements, at Mont-sous-Yaudi'ez, 
in the Jura, Ang. 15 , 1813 , but the 
register of his burth proves that he 
was bom in 1807 . He was educated 
in the College of Poligny, afterwards 
studied law in Paris, and in due 
course was admitted an advocate. 
He took part in the Eevolution of 
July, 1830 , and was subsequently 
much employed at the bar as a 
defender of members of the Eadical 
party who were charged with the 
commission of political offences. In 
1848 he was appointed Commissary 
of the Provisional Government in 
his department, and was returned to 
the Constituent Assembly, heading 
the list of the successful candidates 
for the Jura. As a member of the 
Committee of Justice and Vice- 
President of the Assembly, M. Grevy 
frequently ascendedthe tribune, and 
proved himself to be one of the most 
able speakers among the democratic 
party. While maintaining an inde- 
pendent attitude, far removed from 
the Socialists and not so far from the 
Mountain, he usually voted with 
the extreme Left. Above all, his 
name is connected with a Eadical 
amendment on the question of the 
Presidency. He proposed that arti- 
cles 41 , 43 , and 45 of lie Constitution 
should run in the following terms . — 

Article 41 . The National Assembly 
delegates the executive power to a 
citizen who receives the title of Pre- 
sident of the Council of Ministers." 

Article 43 . The President of the 
Council of Ministers is appomted 
by the National Assembly by secret 
ballot, and an absolute majority of 
votes.^' '^Article 45 . The President 
of the Council is elected for an 
pilimited period. The appointment 
is always revocable." This amend- 


ment was rejected by 633 votes to 
158 , at the sitting of Oct. 7 , 1848 , 
when the Assembly decided that 
the President of the Eepublic should 
be elected by universal suffrage and 
hold office for four years . After the 
election of the 10th of December, 
M. Grevy opposed the Government 
of Louis Napoleon, and protested 
against the expedition to Eome. 
i3ter the coup he held aloof 

from politics, and confined himself 
to the practice of his profession. 
In 1868 he was appointed hdtonmer 
of the order of Advocates, and the 
following year he was again re- 
turned as Deputy for the Jura. On 
Feb. 17 , 1871 , M. Grevy was elected 
President of the National Assembly, 
then sitting at Bordeaux, and now 
removed to Versailles, and in dis- 
charging the duties of this important 
office, he displayed remarkable tact, 
judgment, and moderation. He 
resigned this office in April, 1873 , 
when he was succeeded by M. Buffet. 
In Oct., 1873 , he published a pam- 
phlet, entitled, "The Necessary Go- 
vernment," in which he declared 
that "France has been transformed, 
and has become a pure Democracy j " 
that ^‘’her first mistake was not to 
have founded a Constitutional Mo- 
narchy when she possessed the ele- 
ments of one ,* " and that " her 
second mistake would be to attempt 
to establish it when those elements 
no longer exist " At the general 
election of Feb., 1876 , he was re- 
turned to the National Assembly 
by the arrondissement of D^e in 
the department of the Jura, and on 
the meeting of the Chamber he was 
elected its President. He was re- 
elected by the new Chamber of 
Deputies, Nov. 10 , 1877 , and again 
in Jan ., 1 879 . After the resignation 
of Marshal MacMahon, M. Grevy 
was elected President of the Ee- 
public for seven years on Jan. 30 , 
1879 , when 563 votes were recorded 
in his favour, 99 being given to 
General Chanzy (against his will), 
5 for M. Gambetta, one each for 
General Ladmirault, the Due d'Au- 
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male, and General Gallifet. Forty- 
three voting-papers were blank, and 
87 senators and deputies were ab- 
sent. 

GEET (Eael), The Eight Hon. 
Henry Grey, K.G., born Dec. 28, 
1802, the eldest son of the late earl, 
who was Premier in 1830-34, was 
educated at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, and, as Lord Howick, was 
returned to the House of Commons 
in 1826, as member for Winchelsea, 
in 1830 for Higham Ferrars, at the 
general election of 1831 for North- 
umberland, and after the passing 
of the Eeform Bill for the northern 
division of that county. On the 
formation of his father's ministry, 
he was appointed Under-Secretary 
for the Colonies, but in 1833 re- 
sided, in consequence of the deter- 
mination of the Cabinet not to 
attempt the immediate emancipa- 
tion of the slaves. He afterwards 
held for a short period the post of 
Under-Secretary for Home Affairs, 
and on the formation of the Mel- 
bourne administration in 1835 be- 
came Secretary at War. Having 
at the general election of 1841 lost 
his seat for Northumberland, which 
he had represented for ten years, 
he was returned in September of 
that year for Sunderland, and exer- 
cised his powers as a debater m 
opposition to the Peel government. 
Lord Howick succeeded his father 
as third Earl Grey, July 17, 1845, 
and on the construction of a Whig 
cabinet by Lord J. Eussell in 1846, 
accepted the position of Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, resigning 
with his colleagues in 1852. Lord 
Grey, who figured prominently in 
the opposition to Lord Derby, was 
not included in the Coalition cabi- 
net, did not approve the policy of 
Lord Aberdeen's cabinet in de- 
claring war against Eussia, and 
explained his peculiar views on this 
question in a long speech. May 25, 
1855. His lordship is the author 
of “Colonial Policy of Lord Eus- 
sell's Administration," 1853, and 
of “Essay on Parliamentai’y Go- 


vernment as to Eeform," 1858, of 
which a new edition appeared in 
1864. 

GEIEG, Edvard HAgeehp, mu- 
sician, was born at Bergen, in 
Norway, 15th June, 1843. At an 
early age he received his first mu- 
sical instruction from his mother, 
who was a highly gifted musician 
and an accomplished pianist. In 
1858 he was, by the advice of Ole 
Bull, sent to continue his musical 
training at the Conservatorium of 
Leipzig, where he became a pupil 
of Moscheles, Hauptmann, Eichte, 
Eemecke, and Wenzel In 1863 he 
went to prosecute his studies at 
Copenhagen under Niels Wilhelm 
Gade, who, with E. Hartmann, 
greatly contributed to develop his 
talent for composition. The turn- 
ing point in his career, however, 
was his coming in contact, for a 
short period, with Eichard Nord- 
raak, a young Norwegian composer 
of brilliant genius, who shortly 
afterwards died With regard to 
this meeting Grieg himself relates 
that “The scales fell from my 
eyes. It was from him that I first 
learned to appreciate the popular 
melodies of the North, and to be 
conscious of my own nature. We 
became determined adversaries of 
the effeminate Scandmavianism 
which was an admixture of Gade 
and Mendelssohn, and with enthu- 
siasm we struck out the new path 
now trodden by the Northern 
school." In 1867 he founded at 
Christiania a musical society, which 
he still continues to direct. In 1865 
and 1870 he paid visits to Italy and 
became intimate at Eome with 
Liszt. He also repeatedly visited 
Germany, especially Leipzig, for 
lengthened periods Then he 
brought out his compositions in 
public, and he himself performed 
m 1879 at a concert in the Gewand- 
haus, at Leipzig, his concerto for 
the piano Grieg is incontestably 
a composer of original and sterling 
talent, and some of his ’svritten 
works are full of poetical feeling, 
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especially his two sonatas for the 
violin, hut some of his other com- 
positions may he described as being 
decidedly artificial. 

G-EINDON, Leopold Hartley, 
horn at Bristol, March 28, 1818, 
was educated at Wrington, Somer- 
setshire, and the Bristol College, 
and was appomted Lecturer on 
Botany at the Eoyal School of Me- 
dicine, Manchester, in 1851, which 
appointment he resigned after about 
twenty years. His chief works are :

He 
is preparmg for publication a work 
on Scripture Botany." 

GEOSS, Samuel D., M D., born 
near Easton, Pennsylvania, cfuly 8, 
1805. He graduated M.D at the 
University of Pennsylvania in 1828, 
and commenced the practice of 
medicme in Philadelphia the same 
year. After having filled pro- 
fessorships in several mecfical 
schools, he became, in 1856, Pro- 
fessor of Surgery in the Jefferson 
Medical College, in Philadelphia. 
In Oct., 1882, he retired from 
active professional work. Besides 
editing for several years the Nojth 
American Medico- Chimrgical Review, 
he has translated a number of 
medical works, and has published 
the following. "Diseases and In- 
juries of the Bones and Joints" 
(1830) ; " Elements of Pathological 
Anatomy" (1839); "Wounds of 
the Intestines" (1843) ; "Diseases, i 


Injuries, and Malformations of the 
Urinary Organs" (1851) ; Foreign 
Bodies in the Air-passages " (1850) ; 
" Eesults of Surgical Operations in 
Malignant Diseases ” (1853) ; " Ee- 
port on the Causes which retai’d 
the Progress of American Medical 
Literature" (1856); "System of 
Surgery " (1859, 3rd edit , 1864) ; 
" American Medical Biography " 
(1861) ; " Manual of Military Sur- 
gery" (1861); and "John Hunter 
and his Pupils" (1881). 

GEOUSSET, Paschal, a French 
Communist, born in Corsica about 
1845. He is the son of a President 
of a college, and early went to Paris 
to study medicine, but became a 
journalist, and eventually joined 
Eochefort in the Marseillaise, and 
wrote for the Revanche, a Corsican 
journal. Prince Pierre Bonaparte 
having challenged Eochefort for 
articles which Grousset had written, 
the latter sent Victor Noir and 
Ulrich de Fonvielle as his seconds 
to the Prince, by whom Noir was 
killed, Jan. 10, 18^^0. The Prince 
was tried and accLuitted, and 
Grousset was arrested and fined for 
his violent articles in the Mar- 
seillaise. He became Director of 
that jommal after the proclamation 
of the Eepubhc, Sept. 4, but sus- 
pended its publication in conse- 
quence of Eoebefort's disavowal of 
its tendency. The fiercest of t^ 
journals which he next edite4..j«<'^!s 
La Bonche de Fer. He became the 
Forei^ Minister of the Central 
Committee after the insurrection of 
March 18, 1871, and on being' 
elected to the Commune, he con- 
tinued to hold the same position, 
and in April he became a mem- 
ber of the new Executive Com- 
mission. He was arrested on 
.Tune 3, disguised in the attire of 
his mistress, being betrayed by his 
hearing, which had made him con- 
sxncuous as the most fashionable 
member of the Commune. He was 
transported to New Caledonia in 
1872, hut escaped in March, 1874, 
and came to England, vid San 
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Erancisco and New York. He was 
not comprised in the decrees of 
amnesty signed by President G-r^yy 
in July, 1879. 

GEOYE^ Sib Geoeq-Ej born at 
Clapbamj Stirreyj in 1820j was 
educated as a civil engineer. In 
1841 be was entrusted witb tbe 
erection of tbe jGLrst cast-iron 
ligbtbouse constructedj on Morant 
Pointj Jamaicaj and in 1844 of a 
similar tower on Gibbs' HiU^ Ber- 
muda. On bis return to England^ 
be joined tbe staff of tbe late Mr. 
Robert Stephenson^ by whom be 
was employed on tbe works of tbe 
Chester and Holyhead Railway and 
tbe Britannia Bridge. In 1850 be 
succeeded Mr. Scott Russell as 
Secretary to tbe Society of Arts^ 
and on tbe formation of tbe 
Crystal Palace Company in 1852 
was appointed its secretary^ a posi- 
tion be occupied till tbe end of 
1873. After this be became a 
member of tbe Board of Direction 
of tbe Company, and retained bis 
seat until 1878. He is associated 
with tbe bouse of Macmillan and 
Co., publishers. For them be is 
understood to have edited Mac- 
milla'nfs Magazine for some years. 
He is also editor of a Dictionary 
of Music and Musicians (a.d. 1450- 
1882)," now pubHsbing in parts. 
Some of tbe principal biographies — 
amongst^tbem Beethoven, Mendels- 
sohn, and Schubert — are from bis 
pen. Sir George Grove was one of tbe 
prmcipal contributors to tbe '^iDic- 
tionary of tbe Bible," edited by Dr. 
William Smith, and has taken an 
active part in the formation of tbe 
Palestine Exploration Fund, under 
tbe patronage of Her Majesty 
Tbe University of Durham con- 
ferred on Mr. Grove (June 26, 1875) 
tbe honorary deg'ree of D.C.L., in 
recognition of bis eminent services 
to literature Has analyses of 
classical orchestral music for tbe 
Saturday Concerts at tbe Crystal 
Palace, and bis zeal as a propagan- 
dist of good music, are well known. 
Early in 1882 be was appointed by 


tbe Prince of Wales to be Director 
of tbe Royal College of Music" 
which H.R.H. IS estabbsbing at Ken- 
sington Sir George Grove is one 
of tbe literary executors of tbe late 
Dean of Westminster, with whom 
be visited tbe United States in 
1878 He was knighted by tbe 
Queen at Windsor, May 24, 1883. 
He is married to Harriet, daughter 
of tbe late Rev. Charles Bradley. 

GROYE, The Hon. Sib Wil- 
liam Robebt, D.C.L., F.E.S., son 
of John Grove, Esq., Swansea, a 
Justice of tbe Peace, and a Deputy- 
Lieutenant of Glamorganshire, was 
born July 11, 1811. He was edu- 
cated by tbe Rev. E. Griffiths, of 
Swansea, tbe Rev. J. Kilvert, of 
Bath, and at Brasenose College, 
Oxford, where be proceeded to tbe 
degree of M.A. m 1833. Two 
years later be was called to tbe Bar 
at Lincoln's Inn. Being tempor- 
arily prevented by ill-bealtb from 
following tbe legal profession, be 
turned bis attention to tbe study of 
electricity, and succeeded in 1839 
in contriving tbe powerful voltaic 
battery wbicb bears bis name. He 
was Professor of Experimental 
Philosophy at tbe London Institu- 
tion from 1840 till 1847, and be 
took an active part, as member of 
tbe Council, in tbe business of tbe 
Royal Society, particularly in tbe 
reform of its constitution, effected, 
after a severe struggle, in 1847. 
Mr. Grove, who became a Q.C. in 
1853, was for some years tbe leader 
of tbe South Wales and Chester 
cmcuits, a member of tbe Metro- 
pobtan Commission of Sewers, and 
one of tbe Royal Commissioners on 
Patent Law. He was President of 
tbe British Association at Notting- 
ham in 1866, when be selected for 
tbe subject of bis address tbe Con- 
tinuity of Natui’al Phenomena, as 
evinced by tbe recent progress of 
science, bis object being to show 
that the changes in tbe inorganic 
world, in tbe succession of organ- 
ized beings, and in tbe progress of 
human knowledge, result from 
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gradual rainute variations. The 
honour of knighthood "was bestowed 
upon him (Feb. 21^ 1872) a few 
months after his elevation to the 
judicial bench (ITov.j 1871) as a 
Justice of the Common Pleas. 
That office he held until Nov., 
1875, when, through the operation 
of the Judicature Act, he became a 
Judge of the High Court of Jus- 
tice. Sir William has made several 
important discoveries in electricity 
and optics, and he is the author of 
a remarkable lecture, prmted m 
1842, on The Progress of Physi- 
cal Science smce the opening of the 
London Institution."^ In this lec- 
ture he first advanced the doctrine 
of the mutual convertibility of the 
various natural forces, heat, elec- 
tricity, &c., and of their being all 
modes of motion. This doctrme is 
further developed in his famous 
essay On the Correlation of Phy- 
sical Forces,” which appeared 
originally in 1846, reached a sixth 
edition, " with other contributions 
to science,” in 1874, and has been 
tranlated into French and German 
In 1847 he received the medal of 
the Boyal Society for his Bakerian 
lecture on Voltaic Ignition, and 
on the Decomposition of Water 
into its constituent Gases by Heat ” 
Sir William has contributed many 
papers to the Transactions of the 
Eoyal Society, and the ^ Philoso- 
phical Magazine,"" and he is a 
Fellow of the Eoyal Society, and a 
member of the Academies of Eome 
and Turin. 

GUBEENATIS, Anoelo De, an 
Italian author, bom at Turin, April 
7, 1840, was educated in the Uni- 
versity of Turin, where he received 
the degree of Doctor of Philology. 
He was appointed in 1860 professor 
of rhetoric in the gymnasium of 
Chieri, near Turing was sent in 
1862, at the expense of the govern- 
ment, to Berlin, where he studied 
imder Professors Bopp and Weber j 
became extraordinary Professor of 
Sanscrit in the University of Flor- 
ence (Xstituto d% Stud%% Supenon) in 


1863, and ordinary professor in 
1869. Signor De Gubernatis has 
attained celebrity as a dramatist, a 
lyric poet, a journalist, a critic, an 
orientalist, and a mythologist. He 
made his debut with his tragedy 
entitled Pier delle Yigne."" The 
principal character was sustained 
by the celebrated actor Ernesto 
Eossi, and the piece proved a great 
success. Afterwards he published 
the foUowing dramas in verse : ‘'^La 
Morte di Catone,"" "Eomolo "" (1874) ; 
‘■^11 Efe Nala,"" II E^ Dasarata,"" 
"M4ya,"" Eomolo Augustolo,"" and 
^‘'Savitri- Idillio Drammatico In- 
diano,"" 1878. He has founded five 
journals — L* Italia Lettera'i la (1862), 
La Oiviltd Italiana (1869), La Rivista 
Onentale (1867), La Rivista JEuropea 
(1869), and the Bollettino Italiano 
degh studii orientah (1876). He is 
the Italian correspondent of the 
AthencBum and of the Contemporary 
Review of London, of the Interna- 
tional Review of Hew York, of the 
Deutsche Rundschau of Berlin, and 
of the Wiestmk Evropy of St Peters- 
burg. Among his scientific works 
the following deserve special men- 
tion : " Piccola Enciclopedia In- 
diana"" (Florence, 1867), "Fonti 
vediche delPepopea "" (Florence, 
1867) i Memoria sui viaggiatori 
Itahani nelle Indie Orientali "" 
(Florence, 1867) ; Storia com- 
parata degh usi nuziali Indo- 
Europei "" (Milan, 1869) ; " Storia 
comparata degli usi funebn e 
natahzii"" (Milan, 1877) ; “ Zoologi- 
cal Mythology : or, the Legends of 
Animals"" (2 vols., London, 1872), 
translated into German, Leipsic, 
1873, and into French, Paris, 1874 j 
"Letture sopra la Mitologia Ve- 
dica "" (Florence, 1874) j " Eicordi 
biografici"" (Florence, 1873) j ""Storia 
del viaggiatori Italiani nelle Indie "" 
(Leghorn, 1875) ; ["Materiaux pour 
servir h PHistoire des fitudes 
Orientales en Italie"" (Paris and 
Florence, 1876) ; and "" Mythologie 
des Plantes,"" 2 vols. (Paris, 1878). 
He is general secretary of the 
Italian Oriental Academy. In May, 
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1878^ lie delivered in the Taylor In- 
stitute at Oxford a series of three 
lectures on the life and works of 
Manzoni. They were published at 
Florence in 1879j under the title of 
^‘’Alessandro Manzoni. Studio Bio- 
grafico.'*" He acted as general 
secretary to the Congress of Orien- 
talists held at Florence in Sept.^ 
1878. 

GUELL Y EENTE, Don Jose^ 
poet and politician^ was bom at 
Havanna in 1819^ being the son of 
a Catalonian gentleman settled in 
that colony. Having commenced 
his education at the College of St. 
Charles, in Cuba, he repaired to the 
University of Barcelona, where he 
was admitted a Doctor of Civil Law 
at the age of twenty-one, returned 
to practise as a barrister in his 
native city, and after staying there 
two years, again went to Spain, and 
adopted, in Madrid, the literary 
profession. Whilst so engaged, he 
won the affections of an Infanta of 
Spain, Doila Josefa Fernanda de 
Bourbon, the sister of Don Francisco 
d^ Assisi, the present titular king of 
Spain. The history of his courtship 
is full of romance, on account of the 
perils involved in so unprecedented 
an alliance at a court remarkable 
for its rigid exclusiveness. The 
consent of the Queen Isabella having 
at length been obtained, the lovers 
were married June 28, 1848. On the 
removal of the decree of banishment 
which had been passed against them, 
Don Jose Guell y Eente returned to 
Spain, and turned his attention ex- 
clusively to politics, taking a leading 
part in the agitation which preceded 
the jpronunciamiento of 1854, and 
mainly contributed to Espartero^s 
accession to power. In the con- 
stitutional Cortes he sat for the 
city of Yalladolid, until another 
ministerial conspiracy hurled Es- 
partero from power, and he has 
since devoted himself wholly to 
literature. In addition to numerous 
contributions to the Liberal press of 
Spain, especially in the Novedades, 
Don Jose GueU y Eente has written 


American Legends,^^ “ The Virgin 
of the Lily,^" “The Grand-daughter 
of a King,^' “A Parallel between 
Isabella I and Isabella II., “ Chris- 
tian, Philosophical, and Political 
Studies,^^ “ Legends of a Sorrowing 
Soul,"' and “American Traditions. 
Many of these works have been 
translated in France, where their 
author enjoys a considerable repu- 
tation. 

GUJSEAED, Etjoene von, was 
born in Vienna, where his father, 
Bernard von Guerai'd, who was 
descended from an old Lorraine 
family, was Court pamter. At a 
very early age he evinced a strong 
predilection for art, and was sent 
to Italy when fifteen years old, 
where he studied the old masters in 
Venice, Milan, Florence, and Eome. 
In the latter city he became the pupil 
of Giovanni Bassi, and enjoying the 
friendship of such men as Eeinard, 
Koch, Cavallari, and Thorwaldsen, 
the young painter made rapid pro- 
gress in art, his tastes lying chiefly 
in the direction of landscape. In 
1832 he proceeded to Naples, where 
he remained for six years, actively 
engaged in depicting the lovely 
scenery of the Two Sicilies; two 
of his earliest works having been 
purchased by Queen Isabella, Ee- 
called to Germany by the death of 
his father, he established himself ati 
Dusseldorf, where he prosecuted thel 
study of architecture, perspective,^ 
and the history of art, at the Eoyal 
Academy, under Schirmir and W. 
von Schadow, from 1839 till 1846. 
Between the latter year and 1852 
he made various excursions into 
Belgium, Holland, and the German 
principalities, for artistic purposes ; 
and several of his works were pur- 
chased by the Ehenish Art Union, 
while others were bought by Ameri- 
can tourists. In 1852 he emigrated 
to Australia, and in 1854 fixed his 
residence m Melbourne, Victoria. 
During the last ten years he has 
visited the wildest and least known 
portions of the Australian continent 
and the adjacent island of Tasmania, 
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and has done much to render Aus- 
tralian scenery famihar to European 
eyes. 

> GXJIBEET3 His Eminence Cardi- 
nal Joseph HippolttEj Archbishop 
of Pains, was born at Aix, Dec. 13, 
1802, and early distinguished him- 
self in his theological studies, which 
he completed at Home. Indeed, he 
passed so good a final examination 
as to draw upon him the eyes of the 
then Pope. Subsequently he became 
^hcar-General of Ajaccio and Bishop 
of Viviers (Ardeche). His diocese 
being small and not over-populous 
he was able, while here, to devote 
himself to his favourite study of 
theology, and to compose several 
religious treatises which are very 
widely read by French Eoman 
Catholics. He succeeded Mgr 
Morlot as Archbishop of Tours 
Feb. 4, 1859, on the promotion of 
that prelate to the see of Pans 
He himself was also destined to 
become Archbishop of Paris, to 
which see he was promoted on the 
nomination of M. Thiers, President 
of the Eepublic, in succession to 
the martyred Mgr. Darboy, in July 
1S71 He was created a Cardina' 
by Pope Pius IX. m Dec. 1873. He 
was nominated an Officer of the 
Legion of Honoim, Aug 11, 1859 
Many of his pastoral letters have 
been published 

GUILLAUME, Jean Baptiste 
Claude Eugene, a distinguished 
French sculptor, born at Montbard 
(C6te d^Or), Feb 3, 1S22, and after 
passing through the usual course of 
studies in the College of Dipn, 
went to Paris to become a pupil of 
Pradier at the Ecole des Beaux- 
Ai*ts, where he obtained the prize 
of Eome in 1845. On the re- 
organization of the Nicole des 
Beaux-Arts at the close of 1873, M. 
Guillaume was appointed to a pro- 
fessorship, and a twelvemonth later 
was nominated Director of that 
institution. He was elected a mem- 
ber of the Institute in 1862 , pro- 
moted to the rank of Officer of the 
Legion of Honour in 1807 j and 


elected an honorary member of the 
Boyal Academy of London, Dec 15, 
1869 It was stated, in May, 1878, 
that he was about to 1 )e nominated 
Director of Fine Aa*ts ni succession 
to M. de Chennevim’os. This artist 
is famous for his fine works, his 
name is familiar to those visitors at 
the London International Exhibi- 
'tion of 1862 who noticed "The 
Tomb of the Gracchi,^^ which was 
suggested by the double busts of 
I the great brethren placed as on a 
tomb, and side by side. His statue 
of Napoleon I., which was at the 
French Universal Exhibition of 
1867, attracted great attention. 
Among the other productions of 
his chisel are " Theseus finding his 
Father's Sword on a Eock,*" "Ana- 
creon's Guests," a bas-relief 5 bust 
of M. Hittorff in the Universal 
Exposition of 1865 5 " The Lives of 
SS. Clotilde and Val5re," bas- 
reliefs, in the new church of St. 
Clotilde: the statue of L'H6pital, 
in the new Louvre 5 the " Monu- 
ment of Colbert," at Eheims ; and 
a bust of Monseigneur Darboy. 

GULL, Sir William Withet, 
Bart., M D., F.E S., was born Dec. 
31, 1816, being the youngest son of 
Mr. John Gull, of Tliorpe-le-Soken, 
Essex. He was educated privately, 
and subsequently pursued his medi- 
cal studies at Guy's Hospital. He 
graduated M B. in 1841, and M.D. 
in 1S4G, at the London University , 
and it IS worthy of note that he 
was the first medical graduate who 
was nominated on the Senate by 
the Crown. Dr. Gull was Ful- 
lerian Professor of Physiology at 
the Eoyal Institution of Great 
Britain in 1847-49; was elected a 
Fellow of the Eoyal College of Phy- 
sicians in 1848; and for twenty 
years acted as physician and lec- 
turer to Guy's Hospital, retiring 
from that position about 1867, 
though he resumed his connection 
with the institution in 1871 by ac- 
cepting the post of consulting phy- 
fieian. On Jan. 20, 1872, he was 
‘reated a baronet, in recognition of

the services rendered by Mm during 
the severe illness of the Prince of 
Wales at the close of the previous 
year ; and in the following month 
he was appointed one of Her Ma- 
jesty's Physicians Extraordinary. 
In 1883 he resigned the position 
which for twelve years he had held 
in the G-eneral Medical Council as 
one of the Crown members. Sm 
William Q-uU is President of the 
Clinical Society, a PeUow of the 
Royal Medico-Chirurgical Society, 
a member of the General Medical 
Council, an honorary Doctor of 
Civil Law of Oxford (1868), and a 
Fellow of the Royal Society (1869). 
He IS the author of '^Gulstonian 
Lectures on Paralysis ; " of trea- 
tises on "Hypochondriasis,'^ and 
on "Abscess of the Brain j" "Re- 
ports on Epidemic Cholera. Drawn 
up at the desire of the Cholera 
Committee of the Royal College of 
Physicians" (m conjunction with 
Dr. William Baly), 1854 j "An 
Oration delivered before the Hun- 
terian Society, February 13, 1861 j” 
"Clinical Observation in Relation 
to Medicine in Modern Times," an 
address delivered in the Divinity 
School, Oxford, on the occasion of 
the meeting of the British Associa- 
tion in that city in 1868 ; and "The 
Harveian Oration, delivered at the 
Royal College of Physicians, Lon- 
don, June 24j 1870." The latter 
work led to the publication of " The 
Mystery of Life ; an Essay in reply 
to Dr. Gull's attack on the Theory 
of Vitality in Ms Harveian Oration 
for 1870. By Lionel S. Beale, 
M.B , F.R.S.," London 1871. Sir 
W. Gull has also been a frequent 
contributor to the reports of Guy' s 
Hospital. His speciahty lies in 
clinical practice. He married, in 
1848, Susan Anne, daughter of 
Colonel J. Dacre Lacy, of Carlisle 
GUNTHER, Albert Charles 
Lewis Gotthilp, M.A., Ph.D , 
M.D., F.R S., born at Esslingen 
(Wurtemberg), Oct. 3, 1832, and 
educated at the Universities of 
Tubingen, Berhn, and Bonn, en- 


tered the service of the Trustees of 
the British Museum in 1858, and 
was appointed Keeper of the De- 
partment of Zoology in 1875 ; since 
that time he has devoted himself 
exclusively to the administration of 
the extensive collections under his 
charge. Dr. Gunther, who is a 
member of several academies and 
learned societies at home and 
abroad, has published . — " Die 
Fische des Neckars," Stuttgart, 
1853 J " Medicinisehe Zoologie," 
Stuttgart, 1858 ; " Catalogue of 
Colubrine Snakes in the Collection 
of the British Museum," London, 
1858 ; Catalogue of the Batrachia 
Salientia in the Collection of the 
British Museum," 1859 ; " The Rep- 
tiles of British India," 1864 , "Cata- 
logue of Fishes," vols. 1-8, London, 
1859-70; " The Fishes of the South 
Seas," Hamburg, 1873-78 , " The 
Gigantic Land Tortoises, Living 
and Extmct," London, 1877, and 
numerous papers in the PMlosopM- 
cal Transactions, the ProceedMgs 
of the Zoolqigical and Linnean So- 
cieties, and other periodicals. He 
is the founder of the "Record of 
Zoological Literature," of wMch he 
has edited the first six volumes 
(1864-70) ; and co-editor of the 
" Annals and Magazine of Natural 
History.” 

GURNET, The Rev. Archer 
Thompson, born in 1820, was for 
some years a barrister of the Middle 
Temple. Having been ordained in 
1849, he filled various posts, was 
for four years curate at Bucking- 
ham, and more recently officiated 
for twelve years as chaplain to an 
Enghsh congregation in the Cour 
des Coches, Paris. He resigned 
that charge in 1870. Mr. Gurney 
was evening Lecturer of Holy 
Trmity, Westminster, 1872-74 ; 
curate of Holy Trinity Chapel, 
Brighton, 1874-75 ; curate in charge 
of St. Andrew's (Iron Church), 
Hastings, 1877-78 ; and assisted 
at St. Katherine's Hospital, Re- 
gent's Park, 1879-80. He is the 
author of " Charles I.,” a dramatic 
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poemj dedicated to the memory of 
''The Eoyal Martyr;^' of " Ser- 
mons/' in English and in French , 
a treatise, called " Eestoration , " 
" Reasons for Living and Dying in 
the Communion of the Church of 
England;" and of some volumes 
of poems — "Spring/' "Songs of 
the Present/' &c 
Q-DTHBIE, Jambs Caboill, horn 
August 27, 1814, at Airmefoul farm, 
in the parish of G-lamis, Forfar- 
shire, of which farm his father was 
tenant, being descended from a 
long line of proprietors and agri- 
culturists in the Yale of Strath- 
more He can trace his descent 
from James G-uthrie, the famous 
Scotch worthy, and his mother 
was descended from the no less 
famous Donald Cargill, who suf- 
fered for the same cause in 1681. 
He was educated at the parish 
school of Kinnettles and Montrose 
Academy. Being intended by his 
parents for the Church, he then 
successfully studied for some years 
in the University of Edinburgh. 
Disappointed in his early hopes 
and ambition, he then entered the 
mercantile world, and all his writ- 
ings and pubhshed works have 
consequently been produced amidst 
the cares of a busy life. He was 
appointed in 1868 Principal Libra- 
rian to the Dimdee Free Library, 
the first institution of the kmd 
established under the Free Libra- 
ries Act m Scotland. In 1851, his 
first work, " YiUage Scenes," a 
long descriptive poem, appeared 
anonymously. It is now m its 
fifth edition. In 1854 he pub- 
lished " The First False Step," now 
in its third edition; in 1859, 
" Wedded Love," now in its second 
edition ; in 1865, " My Lost Love, 
<S:e followed in 1867, by "Sum- 
mer Flowers." In 1871, he pub- 
lished "Eowena," a semi-dramatic 
poem m blank verse ; and in 1882, 
" Woodland Echoes," a volume of 
miscellaneous poems and songs. In 
1875 he published his first prose 
work, "The Yale of Strathmore," a 


second edition of which is abeady 
demanded. He is also the author 
of several popular songs, among 
which may be noticed, " The Bonnie 
Braes o' Airlie ; " " The Flower of 
Strathmore ; " " Hail, Loch Maree ! " 
"Bonnie Nelly, Winsome Nelly," 
which have taken a high place 
among standard Scotch songs. In 
1829, when a mere youth, he assis- 
ted to estabbsh and conduct the 
GJiristian Be;porter, the first cheap 
religious periodical pubhshed in 
Scotland. In 1882, he published 
several anthems, hymns, and part- 
songs, including " Hosanna ! " 
" Hark, strike the Timbrel High 1 " 
" Anelujab 1 " " Hark ! hark ! the 
Angels are Singing ! " " Ten Thou- 
sand Harps, your strings attune ! " 
" Triune God ! O Hear I " and 
" Eosy Breaks the Morning." These 
anthems and hymns have been set 
to original music, with organ ac- 
companiment for Church service, 
by Dr William Spark, and other 
eminent composers, and sung in 
churches by select chobs with 
great effect, and have become 
generally popular. 

GUTHEIE, William, was born 
at Culhorn, Stranraer, N B., 1835, 
being son of the late George 
Gutlnue, Esq , of Appleby and Er- 
nambrie. He was educated at 
Glasgow and Edinburgh Univer- 
sities, and was admitted an advo- 
cate at the Scotch bar in 1861. Mr. 
Guthrie was appointed one of the 
Commissioners under the Truck 
Commission Act, in Dec 1871 ; 
Registrar of Friendly Societies in 
Scotland, from Oct 1872, to Feb. 
1874 ; and Sheriff-substitute of 
Lanarkshire at Glasgow, Jan. 
1874. He edited the Jowmal of 
Jurisprudence (Edinburgh) from 
1866 to 1874; and was one of the 
Reporters of Court of Session 
Cases, Scotland, from 1871 to 1874. 
He has published a translation of 
Savigny on " Private International 
Law," (System of Modern Roman 
Law, vol. viii.) 1869 ; an edition of 
Erskine's " Principles of Scots 
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Law/" 1870^ second edit. 1874 ; two 
editions of Bell's "Principles of 
the Law of Scotland/" 1871 and 
1876 , and " The Law of Trade 
Unions in England and Scotland/" 
1873 

G-UYj William Atjg-tjsttjSj M.B j 
E B.S.j born at Chichester in 1810^ 
was educated at Christ's Hospital 
London, at Guy's Hospital, and 
at Pembroke College, Cambridge, 
where he graduated M B. in 1837, 
having obtained previously the 
Pothergillian prize medal in 1831 
for an essay on asthma. Dr. Guy 
was appomted in 1838 to the chair 
of Forensic Medicine in King's 
College, London j and became Phy- 
sician to King’s College Hospital, 
having the care of the out-patients, 
in 1842 j Dean of the Medical De- 
partment from 1846 to 1858; and 
Professor of Hygiene m 1869. He 
was admitted a Fellow of the Eoyal 
College of Physicians in 1844, held 
office as Censor in 1855, 1856, and 
1866 , as Examiner in 1861-63 ; and 
was appointed Croonian, Lumleian, 
and Harveian Lecturer in 1861, 
1868, and 1875. Dr. Guy has also 
held the following appointments : — 
Hon. Secretary to the Statistical 
Society, 1845 ; Yice-President,1869; 
President, 1873 , Hon Secretary to 
the Health of Towns Association, 
1846 ; Medical Superintendent of 
Millbank Convict Prison, 1859 ; 
Examiner in Forensic Medicine at | 
the University of London, 1862; | 
Swiney Prizeman, 1869 ; Vice- ' 
President of the Eoyal Society, i 
1876-77. He is author of a long 
series of essays on the pulse and 
respiration and other points in 
physiology, on statistics and the 
numerical method, on health, dis- 
ease, crime, vagrancy, &c , in Guy's 
Hos^piial Eeports, the Journal of the 
Statishcal Society, Fraser's Maga^ 
mne, and other periodical pubhca- 
tions ; of " Principles of Forensic 
Medicine ; " of " Public Health ; " 
of "The Factors of the Unsound 
Mind;" and of "John Howard’s 
Winter’s Journey." He is also 


editor of Hooper’s " Physician's 
Tade-Mecum ;” of Walker's " Ori- 
ginal,” first published as a periodi- 
cal ; and, as is well understood, of 
"The Evils of England,” and of 
several cheap tracts on Dole-giving, 
Mendicancy, and other topics of 
social science, and on the Eastern 
Question, under the signature of a 
" London Physician.” Throughout 
his career Dr. Guy has devoted 
much of his attention to sanitary 
reform, statistics, social science, 
and allied subjects of public in- 
terest. He has given evidence 
before public commissions. In 
Feb. 1878, he was appointed one of 
the Eoyal Commissioners to inquire 
into the working of the Penal 
Servitude Acts, and in 1879 a 
member of the " Criminal Lunatic 
Corn-mission." Dr. Guy's last pub- 
lication treats of "The Claims of 
Science on Public Eecognition and 
Support." 

GUYOT, Arnold Hrnbt, Ph.D., 
LL.D , born near Neufchdtel, 
S-witzerland, Sept. 8, 1807. He was 
educated at the CoEege of Heuf- 
chdtel, the gymnasiums of Stut-fc- 
gart and Carlsruhe, and the Uni- 
versity of Berlin. He studied 
theology, but his natural tastes 
and associations led him to devote 
himself to physical science. In 
1835 he took the degree of Ph.D. 
in the University of Berlin, and 
proceeded to Paris, where he spent 
five years in severe study, making 
scientific tours during the summers 
in France, Belgium, Holland, and 
Italy. From 1839 to 1848 he was 
Professor of History and Physical 
Geography in the Academy or Uni- 
versity of Heufch^tel In 1848 a 
political revolution broke up the 
academy, and Agassiz, whose ac- 
quaintance he had made at Carls- 
ruhe, and who had already emi- 
grated to the United States, m- 
duced Guyot to follow him thither. 
He resided for several years at 
Cambridge, Massachusetts. In the 
winter of 1848-9 he delivered a 
course of lectures in French, on 
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Tlie Eelations between Physical 
Geography and History/^ at Bos- 
ton, which were translated by Pro- 
fessor Felton, and pnbhshed under 
the title of " The Earth and Man, 
1849. He was next employed by 
the Massachusetts Board of Educa- 
tion to instruct the teachers in 
normal schools and teachers^ insti- 
tutes in the best methods of teach- 
ing geography j and subsequently 
by the Smithsonian Institution to 
investigate the physical structure 
and elevation of the Alleghany 
system of mountains Since 1855 
he has been Professor of Physical 
Geography in the College of Hew 
Jersey, at Princeton. Besides de- 
livering courses of scientific lec- 
tures, and contributing to periodi- 
cals, he has pubhshed Directions 
for Meteorological Observations,” 
1830 j " Meteorological Tables,” 
1852 5 and a series of geographical 
works, including '^Primary Geo- 
graphy ” (1866) ; " Common School 
Geography” (1866) j "Introduc- 
tion to the Study of Geography” 
(1866); "Intermediate Geography” 
(1870) , " Physical Geography,” 

with a set of large w^ maps 
(1872) ; and " Grammar School 
Geography” (1874). With Presi- 
dent Barnard of Columbia College, 
Hew York, he has edited Johnson^s 
" Universal Cyclopaedia ” (1874-77). 
He has ascertained the precise 
altitude of a number of the moun- 
tains in America, and in 1879 issued 
a " Map of the Catskill Mountains.” 

GZOWSKI, Lieut -Col. Casimir 
Stanislaus, one of Her Majesty^s 
Aides-de-Camp in Canada, was born 
at St. Petersburg, in March, 1813, 
and is the son of Count Gzowski, a 
Polish noble and officer of the Im- 
perial Guard. In 1830, Col 
Gzowski graduated as an engineer 
from the military college of Kre- 
menetz, in the province of Vol- 
hynia, and entered the Eussian 
army. He was concerned in the 
Polish insurrections of 1830-32, and 
exiled to the United States in the 
latter year. There his Imgmstic 


accomplishments for a time served 
him in good stead, but he speedily 
resumed his profession, and in 1830 
went to Upper Canada, where he 
connected himself with the De- 
partment of Public Works for the 
Province, and has been interested 
in many public enterprises of a 
professional character for the past 
fifty years. In all the important 
engineering projects of Canada, in 
raUway construction, in river 
and railway-bridge building, M. 
Gzowski has been identified; and 
many public and private enter- 
prises have had the benefit of his 
experience and skill. Col. Gzowski 
has for many years taken an active 
part in furthering the aims of the 
Dominion Eifle Association; and 
his courtly hospitality at Wimble- 
don, on the occasion of the visit of 
the Canadian team, has been freely 
and repeatedly exemplified. In 
May, 1879, he was appointed Aide- 
de-Camp to the Queen.

HAAG, Carl, E.W.S., a painter, 
born at Erlangen in Bavaria in 
1820, began his artistic education 
at the Academy of Huremberg in 
1837, afterwards continumg it at 
Munich and Eome. In 1847 he 
settled in this country, and his ad- 
miration for the perfection of Eng- 
lish water-colour pamting induced 
him to abandon oil, and adopt 
water-colour in preference. In 1850 
he was elected a member of the 
Eoyal Society of Painters in Water- 
Colom’s. He has been a constant 
contributor to the Exhibitions of 
that Society, the subjects of his 
earlier pictures being chiefly from 
the Tyrol, Dalmatia, and Monte- 
negro In 1853 he was introduced 
at the Court of Queen Victoria by 
the late Prince of Leiningen, and 
Her Majesty gave him many com- 
missions for sketches of life in the 
Highlands of Scotland, and also for 
important pictures, such as "The 
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Eoyal Family ascending Loch^na- 
Grar , Evening at Balmoral — tlie 
Stags brought Home , "" " The Queen 
and Prince Consort fording Pool 
Tarff/^ and others, which were exhi- 
bited, and have since been engraved. 
He then travelled in Greece, Egypt, 
Syria, and Palestine, painting im- 
portant views of Athens, Ba^Sbeh, 
Palmyra, and many of the Holy 
Places in Jerusalem, among them 
"The Ancient Vestibule beneath 
the Temple Area,” "The Golden 
Gateway,” and " The Holy Eock in 
the so-called Mosque of Omar most 
of which were fimshed on the spot. 
His chief aim, however, was to 
study the life of the Bedaween 
tribes, and the scenes of different 
deserts, for which purpose he made 
long stays among these nomadic 
hordes, learnmg their mode of life, 
their manners and customs, and 
has smce painted a senes of pictures 
illustrative of Arab life, the best 
known of which are, " Aghile Agha 
receiving the Visit of H E.H. the 
Prince of Wales and suite in his 
Encampment near Mount Tabor,” 
"The Tribe of the Anazeh Beda- 
ween departing from Palmyra,” 
" A Bivouac in the Desert,” " The 
Arrival at a Well in the Desert,” 
"Preparing the Evenmg Meal,” 
" Desert Hospitality,” " Happiness 
m the Desert,” "A Bedawee^’s De- , 
votion,” "Danger in the Desert,” ' 
"On the Alert,” "Eeady for De- j 
fence,” and "A Caravan of Beda- | 
ween Encamping near the Sphinx , 
of Geezeh against an approaching | 
Sandstorm Mr. Haag is an hono- ' 
rary member of the Societe Eoyale , 
des Aquarellistes of Brussels He 
received the Eoyal Bavarian Cross 
of Merit in 1872. In 1871* he be- 
came an Officer of the Order of the 
Medjidie, and in 1878 a Knight of 
the Legion of Honom’ of Franco. 

HABBEETON, John, born in 
Brooklyn, Hew York, in 1842 At 
the age of eight years he was taken 
to the West, where was educated 
chiefly in the common schools of 
Southem Illinois. From 1859 until 


he entered the Army in 1862, he 
was connected with the pubhshing 
house of Hai’per & Brothers, Hew 
York. He was literary editor of 
the Christian Union from 1873 to 
1876, and since then has been an 
editorial writer on the New Torh 
Herald, His first hterary work was 
a series of sketches of Western life. 
This was followed by a volume of 
'^Selections from the Spectator,” 
1876, and in the same year appeared 
"Helen's Babies,” of which nearly 
a quarter of a million copies have 
been sold m the United States, be- 
sides large editions in England, 
France, and Germany. He has 
since written "The Ba^n Experi- 
ment,” 1876; "The Jericho Eoad,” 
1877; "Other People's Children,'^ 
1877 ; " The Scripture Club of Valley 
Eest,” 1877, "Some Folks,” 1877; 

" Selections from the Tatler, Guar- 
dian, and Freeholder,” 1878; "The 
Crew of the Sam Weller,” 1878; 
"Little Guzz,” 1878; "The Worst 
Boy in Town,” 1879; "Just One 
Day,” 1880 ; and " Who was Paul 
Grayson ? ” 1880. He also published 
in 1877 an additional series of se- 
lections from the " Spectator,” 
comprising "TheEoger de Coverley 
Papers;” and, in conjunction with 
Charles L Horton, "Canoeing in 
KanucMa,” 1878. 

HACKED, Ernst, a German au- 
thor and natural philosopher, bom 
at Potsdam, Feb. 16, 1834, studied 
medicine and the natural sciences 
in the Universities of Wurzburg, 
Berlin, and Vienna He spent the 
years 1859-60 in Naples and Mes- 
sina, occupied with zoological stu- 
dies, and in 1861 he settled as 
private tutor for zoology at Jena, 
where he was appointed in 1862 ex- 
traordinary, and m 1865, ordinary 
Professor. He paid visits to Lis- 
bon, Madeira, Teneriffe, to Norway, 
to Syria and Egypt, to Corsica and 
Sardinia in the years 1866, 1869, 
1873, and 1875. In 1881-82 he 
visited India and Egypt, where 
he made numerous scientific ob- 
servations. Hiickel is commonly 
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regarded as tlie most tiiorougli- 
going supporter in G-ermany of 
the Darwinian doctrine of develop- 
mentj of which^ as a hold theorist^ 
he drew all the conclusions from 
which Dr. Darwin himself in the 
first instance held aloof. His prin- 
cipal works are — “General Mor- 
phology of Organisms/^ 2 vols., 
1866; “Hatural History of Crea- 
tion/^ 7th edit., 1879, '^On the 
Origin and Genealogy of the Human 
Eace,” 3rd edit, 1873, “On the 
Division of Lahoui’ in Hature and 
Human Life,” 1869 ; Life in the 
Greatest Depths of the Ocean,^’ 
1870 ; “ The Origm of Man , a His- 
tory of the Development of Man- 
kind,"^ 3rd edit., 1877; '^The Aims 
and Methods of the Contemporary 
History of Development/^ 1875; 
“The Theory of Development in 
its Relation to General Science,^' 
1877; *'Das Protistenreich,” a 
popular review of the domain of 
the lowest forms of life, 1878 ; “ Eree 
Science and Free Teaching/' 1878, 
against Yirchow ; Collected Popu- 
lar Essays on the Theory of Deve- 
lopment/' 1878 et seq. in Enghsh 
translation of his work on “The 
Evolution of Man ; a popular expo- 
sition of the principal points of 
Human Ontogeny and Phylogeny/' 
appeared in 1879 
H A D E N, Francis Se ymoitr, 
F E C S , was born Sept 16, 1818, 
at 62, Sloane Street, London, and 
educated at TJniversity College and 
at the Sorhonne, Paris. He became 
in 1842 a member and m 1857 a 
Fellow of the Eoyal College of 
Surgeons of England. The Inter- 
national Jury Report on Surgical 
Instruments, drawn np by Mr. 
Haden, was acknowledged by all 
the medical journals of the time, 
foreign as well as Enghsh, to be 
an eSiaustive essay on the then 
state of European Surgery, and 
was the first public document in 
which the operation of Ovariotomy 
(till then umversally condemned) 
was recommended. Three letters, 
contributed by him to the Times, 


under the title of “ Earth to Earth," 
m Jan., May, and June, 1875,to plead 
for a change of system m our mode of 
disposmg of the bodies of the dead, 
and m condemnation of the pro- 
posals of the advocates of crema- 
tion, attracted much attention, and 
brought about considerable amelio- 
ration in the practices pursued by 
undertakers and cemetery com- 
panies, and led to a system of 
interment founded on reason and 
sanitary consideration, which has 
ever since been successfully carried 
out at Woking. Mr. Haden is also 
the author of certain art publica- 
tions, which, undertaken for the pur- 
pose of restoring original engravmg 
as it was practised by the old mas- 
ters, and as a relief from the cares of 
practice, have acquired for the 
author a European reputation 
These publications, began in 1858, 
and still going on, have been partly 
artistic and partly literary, — ^the 
artistic part of the work consist- 
: — (1.) Of a large folio work 
(in French), entitled, “Etudes k 
TEau Forte," and published in 
Paris and in London m 1865 and 
1866 ; (2.) Of a large number of 
engraved plates (185 m all), which 
have been catalogued and de- 
scribed by Sir William E. Drake, 
F S.A , under the title of “ The 
Etched Work of Francis Seymour 
Haden and (3 ) Of many studies 
and drawings, wliich have not yet 
been published, and of other plates, 
not yet mcluded in Sir William 
Drake's catalogue. The literary 
portions of the work have consisted 
chiefly of a Monograph on the etched 
work of Rembrandt; of Lectures, 
of which a course of tliree were 
delivered at the Eoyal Institution 
of Great Britain, in the spring of 
1878 ; and of Hotes “ About Etch- 
ing," published by the Fine Art 
Society. Several essays, also, from 
the pens of other writers, have ap- 
peared from time to time on the 
work of Mr. Haden— notably two 
in the Gazette des Beaux Arts, by 
M. Philippe Burty, in 1864 ; and in 
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tlie Art Journal, by Mr Frederick 
W edmoi e . In America^ alsOj similar 
essays have appeared in Scribner^ s 
Monthly (Aug ^ 1880) j and m Mr. 
P. G- Hamerton^s workj entitled 

Etching and Etchers.^' Mr Sey- 
mour Haden is also the possessor 
of one of the finest collections of 
the etched works of the oldmasters^ 
particularly of Eembrandtj ever 
formed, and on which during more 
than thirty years he has expended 
a fortune, giving at auctions often 
as much as ,£300 or ,£400 for a 
single print. On the other hand, 
one of his own plates — ^that of the 
“ Agamemnon^' — has realised, 
chiefiy for the benefit of the pub- 
lishers, upwards of ^84000. Mr. 
Seymoui* Haden is President of the 
Society of Painter Etchers, and a 
member of the Athenaeum Club 
He IS also Yice-President of the 
Obstetrical Society of London. 

HADFIELD, The Eight Eev. 
Octavius, Bishop of Wellington, in 
New Zealand, was consecrated to 
that see in Oct , 1870, but without 
the royal mandate. He had previ- 
ously been archdeacon of Kapiti, 
and commissary to Dr. Abraham, 
the first Bishop of WeUington. 

HAGAETY, The Hon. John 
Hawkins, D.C.L , Chief Justice of 
Ontario, was born at Dublin on 
Dec. 17, 1816. He entered Trinity 
College, Dublin, in 1832, but two 
years afterwards enugrated to 
Canada, where he studied law, and 
in 1840 was admitted to the Bar of 
the Upper Province. His educated 
tastes and love of letters for a time 
wooed him to literature, but, con- 
tinuing the practice of his profes- 
sion, he was made a Queen’s Counsel 
in 1850, and elevated to the Bench 
in 1856. In 1868 he was appointed 
Chief Justice of the Common Pleas, 
was subsequently transferred to the 
Queen’s Bench, and m 1878 received 
the appointment of Chief Justice of 
Ontario, which he still holds. 

HAGHE, Louis, artist, born at 
Tournay, in Belgium, in 1806 
practises his art in England, where 


he has resided for many years , is 
President of the Institute of Painters 
in Water-Colours, one of the leading 
members of the New Water-Colour 
Society, to the exhibitions of which 
he has been a constant contributor. 
His pictui'e, " L’Hdtel de ViEe de 
Courtray,” which at once decided 
his position, was purchased by Mr. 
Vernon. Mr. Haghe draws his 
materials from the picturesque 
cities of his native country. Fine 
old Flemish interiors, containing, 
generally, some feature charac- 
terized by special wealth of carved 
detail, and painted with unrivalled 
fidelity and spirit, are peopled with 
figures in the costume of the six- 
teenth and seventeenth centuries, 
under circumstances in keeping, 
suggested by history. Mr. Haghe 
IS well known as a lithographer, 
and in addition to lithographing 
the designs of others, has published 
many important works of his own, 
illustratmg the archseological trea- 
sures of his native country. He 
was made Membre de TAcademie 
de Belgique in 1847, also Member 
of the Academy of Antwerp, and 
Enight of the Order of Leopold I. 
He received the gold medal for his 
hthographic works exhibited in 
Paris in 1834, and the second-class 
medal for water-colour painting at 
the Universal Exhibition, Paris, 
1855. The Haywood gold medal 
of the Manchester Academy was 
also awarded to him. 

HAINES, General Sir Frede- 
rick Paul, G.C.B , K.C SI, son 
of the late Mr Gregory Haines, 
C B., of Dublin, commissary-ge- 
neral of the forces, by Harriet, 
daughter of Mr John Eldridge, of 
Kerkford, Sussex, was born in 1817. 
He entered the army as ensign in 
1839, became captain in 1846, lieu- 
tenant-colonel in 1850, colonel in 
1854, and major-general m 1864. 
At the commencement of the war 
on the Sutlej m 1845, he was ap- 
pointed to act as military secretary 
to Sir Hugh Gough, then com- 
inander-in-chief in India. He was 
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present at the battles of Moodkee 
and Ferozeshah, and upon the lat- 
ter occasion was severely woimded 
by grape-shot, his horse being at 
the same moment killed under him. 
For his conduct in this campaign 
he was promoted on the recom- 
mendation of Lord Gough, and re- 
ceived a medal and one clasp. He 
served also in the same capacity 
throughout the Punjab campaign 
of 1848 and 1849, taking part m 
the affan* of outposts at Ram- 
nuggur, the passage of the Chenab, 
and the battles of Chilhanwallah 
and Goojerat. He served with the 
21st Fusiliers through the cam- 
paign of the Crimea in 1854-55, up 
to file siege of Sebastopol. He was 
created a K.C.B. in 1871 ; became 
a lieutenant-general in 1873, and 
brevet-general in 1877, in which 
year he was created a G.C.B. He 
was commander - in - chief of the 
hladras army from May, 1871, to 
1874, when he was appointed colonel 
of the 104th regiment (Bengal 
Fusiliers) In 1876 he received the 
local rank of general in India 
General Haines served with dis- 
tinction in the Afghan campaign 
of 1S80, and received the thanks 
of Parliament " for the ability and 
judgment with which he dmected 
operations.'’^ 

HALDANE, The Eight Eev. 
jAiiiEs Eobebt Alexander, Bishop 
of Argyle and the Isles, was born 
in 1841, and received his education 
at Trinity College, Cambridge, 
where he took his degree of LL B. 
in 1864 He was ordained deacon 
by the Bishop of Salisbury in 1866 
and priest by the same prelate in 
the following year. In 1876, after 
having been assistant at All Saints^ 
Edinburgh, for some years, he was 
appointed to the incumbency of 
Rt Bride’s, Lochaber. He was 
made Dean of Argyle and the Isles 
in ISSl, and was elected Bishop of 
the diocese, in succession to Dr. 
Mackarness, in June, 1SS3. 

HALE, Edward Everett, D D., 
born in Boston, Massachusetts, 


April 3, 1822. He graduated at 
Harvard College in 1839, studied 
theology j and was pastor of 
the (Unitarian) Church of the 
TJmty, Worcester, Massachusetts, 
from 1846 to 1856. Since that 
time he has been iiastor of the Old 
South Church, Boston. He has 
published • The Eosary,” 1848 ; 
"Margaret Percival in America,” 
1850 , " Sketches of Christian His- 
tory,” 1850 ; " Letters on Irish 
Immigration,” 1852 ; " Kansas and 
Nebraska,” 1854 ; "America,”

haps,” 1868 ; " Sybaris and other

"Daily Bread and other Stories,” 
1870; "How to Do It,” 1871; 
" Christmas Eve and Christmas 
Day,” 1872 ; " His Level Best and 
other Stories,” 1872 ; " Ups and 
Downs,” 1873 ; "Working-men’s 
Homes,” 1874; "A Summer "Vaca- 
tion,” 1874 , "In His Name,” 1874; 
"Onr New Crusade,” 1875, "One 
Hundred Years,” 1875, "Philip 
Nolan’s Friends,” 1876 , "G. T. T , 
or the Wonderful Adventures of a 
Pullman,” 1877 ; " What Career ? ”

a frequent contributor to periodi- 
cals, was editor of the Ohnskan. 
JSmminer and the founder and 
editor of Ohl mid New. 

HALE, The Eight Rev. Mat- 
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THEW Blagden^ D D., son of tlie 
late Mr. Eobert H Blagden Hale^ 
of Alderley Park, G-loncestersbu'e, 
was born m 1811, and received bis 
academical education at Trinity 
College, Cambridge (B A 1835, 
MA. 1838). After bolding for 
some time tbe vicarage of Stroud, 
Gloucestershire, be was appointed 
Archdeacon of Adelaide, in South 
Australia, in 1847, and consecrated 
tbe first Bishop of Perth, in Western 
Australia, in 1856 In 1875 he was 
translated to the bishopric of Bris- 
bane, Queensland, which had become 
vacant by the resignation of Dr. 
Tufnell. 

HALES, John Wesley, was 
born at Ashby-de-la-Zouch, Leices- 
tershire, Oct. 5, 1836, being the 
son of a Honconforimst mmister. 
He was educated at Glasgow High 
School and University, Durham 
Grammar School, and Cambridge 
IT niversity . He was elected Fellow 
of Christ's College m 1860 j called 
to the bar in 1867 j appointed Pro- 
fessor of English Language and 
Literature at King’s College, Lon- 
don, Deo. 1877, succeedmg to the 
chair vacated by Dr. Brewer. Mr. 
Hales co-edited " The Percy Folio 
Manuscript,” 3 vols., in 1867-8 ; 
wrote on ^^The Teaching of Eng- 
lish,” in Farrar’s Essays on a 
Liberal Education,” 1867 j edited 

Longer Enghsh Poems,” 1872 , 
Milton’s Areopagitica ” (Claren- 
don Press), 1874, was one of the 
two general editors of the London 
Series of English Classics;” and 
has contributed various papers on 
English literature to the Oornhill 
MagannBj the Quarterly Review, 
Macmillan^s Magazine, the Fort- 
nightly Review, the Academy, the 
Athenaeum, and Fi user's Magazine. 

HALIFAX (Viscount), The 
Eight Hon Sir Charles Wool, 
born Dec. 20, 1800, graduated as a 
Double First at Oriel College, Ox- 
ford, in 1821, succeeded his father 
as third baronet, Dec. 31, 1816, 
and was raised to the peerage as 
Viscount Halifax of Mont Bretton, 


Feb. 21, 1866 In 1826 he was 
returned to the House of Commons 
as member for Great Grimsby, and 
afterwards sat for Wareham, Hali- 
fax, and Eipon In 1832 he was 
Secretary of the Treasury, in 1835 
Secretary to the Admiralty, and 
Chancellor of the Exchequer in 
Lord Eussell’s first administration 
from 1846 till 1852. On the forma- 
tion of the Aberdeen cabinet in 
Deo. 1852, he became President of 
the Board of Control, was First 
Lord of the Admiralty in Lord 
Palmerston’s first administration, 
from 1856 till 1858 ; and Secretary 
of State for India, and President 
of the Indian Council, in Lord Pal- 
merston’s second administration, 
from 1859 to June, 1866. He became 
Lord Privy Seal in Mr. Gladstone’s 
administration, in July, 1870, and 
continued to hold that office till 
Feb. 1874. He is Deputy-Lieute- 
nant of the West Eidmg of York- 
shire. 

HALL, The Hon. Sir Charles, 
son of the late John HaU, Esq., of 
Manchester, was born there April 
14, 1814 He was called to the bar 
at the Middle Temple in Nov. 1838 ; 
was for some time conveyancmg 
counsel to the Court of Chancery ; 
and was elected a bencher of his 
inn in 1871. He was one of the 
Vice-Chancellors of England from 
Nov. 1873, when he was knighted, 
till Nov. 1875, when he became a 
Judge of the High Coui't of Justice 
(Chancery Division), his former 
title being preserved by Act of 
Parliament. He retired from the 
judicial bench m 1882 

HALL, James, LL D , born at 
Hingham, Massachusetts, Sept 12, 
1811. He studied at the Eensselaer 
Institute, Troy, New York, 1831-36, 
and in 1837 was appointed on the 
New York Survey, his report on 
which was published in 1843. While 
thus engaged he directed his atten- 
tion to the palaeozoic formations of 
the western part of the State, and 
in the course of several years pre- 
pared four illustrated quarto vo- 
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lumes upon tlie Palaeontology of 
New York (1847^ 'o2j ^59j ^67). In 
1855 he was appointed Geologist of 
tke State of lowa^ and published 
two volumes of " Geological Eeports 
of Iowa” (1868-60). Hs also under- 
took the study of the graptolites of 
the so-called Quebec group of Ca- 
nada^ the results being published 
as a monograph in 1865^ and sub- 
sequently, with additions, m the 
Twentieth Eeport of the New York 
State Cabinet of Natural History. 
In 1879 he published '^Descrip- 
tions of New Species of Fossils 
from the Niagai'a Formation at 
Waldron, Indiana.” In 1850 he 
was elected by the Geographical 
Society of London one of its fifty 
foreign members, and in 1858 he 
received the WoUaston Medal from 
the same body. He is a member of 
several scientific societies in Europe 
and in the United States, to which 
he has at various times contributed 
many valuable papers, and has de- 
scribed the fossils collected by the 
government explorers in the Wes- 
tern Surveys, m the successive 
volumes of the "Pacific Eailroad 
Siu'vey ” He is still State Geologist 
of New York. 

HALL, John, D D., was born in 
the county of Armagh, Ireland, 
July 31, 1829, He was educated at 
Belfast College, which he entered 
at the age of thiiteen, and after 
completing his studies, received his 
licence to preach in 1849, going as 
a missionary to the west of Ireland. 
He became pastor of a Presbyterian 
Church in Armagh in 1852, and in 
1858 pastor of St. Mary^s Abbey, in 
Dublin. The Presbyterian Church 
of Ireland sent him as a delegate to 
the Presbyterian Churches of the 
United States m 1867 ; and shortly 
after his return to Ireland he was 
called to the Fifth Avenue Church 
in New York, over which he was 
installed in November, 1867. His 
success there was very marked, 
and he is regarded as among the 
ablest preachers in America. He 
has published " Family Prayers for , 


Pour Weeks” (1868) ; "Papers for 
Home Eeading” (1871); " Ques- 
tions of the Day” (1873); "God's 
Word through Preaching” (1875) ; 
"Foundation Stones for Young 
Builders ” (1879) ; and, in conjunc- 
tion with G H. Stuart, " American 
Evangelists ” (1875) , besides a 
number of discourses and sermons 
HALL, The Eev Newman, is 
son of the late Mr. John Vine Hall, 
the author of the well-known tract, 
"The Sinner's Friend,” and brother 
of Captain J. V. Hall, who 'eom- 
manded the Great Eastern steam- 
ship on her first voyage across the 
Atlantic. Born at Maidstone, 
May 22, 1816, he was educated at 
Totteridge and at Highbury Col- 
lege, and graduated BA. at the 
London University. In 1855 he 
took the degree of LL.B , and won 
the law scholarship He was ap- 
pointed minister of the Albion Con- 
gregational Church, Hull, in 1842, 
and remained at that post till 1854, 
when he succeeded the Eev. James 
Sherman as minister of Surrey 
Chapel, known as Eowland Hill's 
Chapel, m the Blackfriars Eoad, 
London One of the chief featiues 
of his work m London was in- 
augurating a weekly lecture or con- 
cert on Monday evemngs in the 
chapel, as a counter-attraction for 
working men to the public-house. 
This idea, then novel, has since 
been widely carried out by all 
denominations. Mr. Hall, in 1850, 
opposed the popular cry against 
what was called "Papal Aggres- 
sion,” being directly in antagonism 
to most of his brother ministers. 
He defended his course on the 
ground, not of favouring Popery, 
but of consistent Protestantism, 
and fidelity to the principle of re- 
ligious liberty and equality. He 
has always been an advocate of 
peace, and of the intercommunion 
of all Evangelical Churches. When 
the civil war in the United States 
broke out, he advocated the 
Northern cause in the interests of 
Union and Freedom. He after- 
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wards made two extensive tours in 
the United States for the purpose 
of allaying the hitter feeling to- 
wards G-reat Britain^ and of pro- 
motmg international good-will. 
His object was to show that the 
great mass of the people were in 
perfect harmony with the American 
nation. At Washington he was 
invited to open Congress with 
prayer. He preached in the House 
of Eepresentativesj and the next 
day delivered an address on “In- 
ternational EelationSj^^ when Gene- 
ral, afterwards President Grant, 
and the members of both Houses of 
Congress were present, and Chief 
Justice Chase presided. While in 
America he received .£3,500 to- 
wards an International Monument 
to Abraham Lincoln. A like amount 
was subscribed by British citizens, 
and the total sum was expended m 
the erection of the “ Lincoln Tower,” 
adjoining the new “ Christ Church,” 
a large and handsome Gothic struc- 
ture in the Westmmster Bridge- 
road, built by voluntary subscrip- 
tions to perpetuate the institutions 
of Surrey Chapel. The total cost 
of the church, lecture-hall, tower, 
&c , with freehold site, was ^660,000. 
The church was consecrated July 4, 
1876, on which day and the fol- 
lowing day sermons were delivered 
by clergymen of various denomina- 
tions, Established and Noncon- 
formist. The doctrinal basis is 
broad Evangelical, and the service 
is that of the Church of England, 
•with shght modifications. Christ 
Church holds about 3,000 worship- 
pers, and the various schools and 
charities connected with it expend 
about d63,000 annually for the benefit 
of the poor population around. Mr. 
Ne'wman HaU is in frequent de- 
mand as a preacher on pubhc occa- 
sions, and has occupied the pulpits 
of almost all denommations in most 
towns and many villages of the 
United Kingdom. He still keeps 
up the habit of open air preaching, 
which he commenced in 1836, and 
may often be seen addressing a 


crowd outside his church, after the 
close of the service inside He has 
written numerous devotional trea- 
tises, one of which, entitled “Come 
to Jesus,” has reached a circula- 
tion of nearly three millions, in 
upwards of twenty languages. He 
has also -written “ Antidote to 
Fearj” “Short Memoir of Eev. 
Eowland Hill,” an argumentative 
treatise on sacrifice, in opposition 
to the views of Mr Maurice and 
others; a volume of sermons, en- 
titled, “ Homeward Bound ;” “ The 
Land of the Forum and the Vati- 
can, or Thoughts and Sketches 
durmg an Easter Pilgrimage to 
Eome” (1854), new edit 1859; a 
small volume of devotional poetry, 
entitled, “ Pilgrim Songs m Cloud 
and Sunshine ” (1871) ; a tractate 
on “Prayer, its Eeasonableness 
and E£B.eacy ” (1875) , and several 
small works on teetotalism, of which 
he has been an earnest advocate 
during forty years. He has also 
compiled from Scripture a volume 
of devotion, entitled, “ Prayer and 
Praise in Bible Words,” and has 
edited an autobiography of his 
father, entitled “ Conflict and 
Victory.” 

HALL, Samuel Carter, F.S.A., 
the fourth son of Colonel Eober-t 
Hall, born at Topsham, Devon, in 
1801, is a barris'fcer-at-law, and 
commenced his professional labours 
as a gallery reporter for the New 
Times In 1825 he established and 
for many years edited the Amulet ^ 
a favourite annual, and is best 
kno-wn by an illustrated work on 
Ireland, -written in conjunction 
-with his wife. Mr. Hall succeeded 
the poet Campbell, in 1830, as 
editor of the New Monthly Maga&xne, 
and has laboured -with great zeal 
for the popularization of art m 
England He estabhshed the Art 
Journal in 1839, and at first carried 
it on under most discouragmg 
circumstances ; but by dint of per- 
severance at length hit the popular 
taste in the right way, and gained 
for his serial a large amount of 
L L 2 
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public support. That woi'k has 
had considerable influence on the 
progress of British art and art- 
manufacture, and to the labours o'" 
its editor may in some measure b( 
attributed the transfer of publi( 
patronage in England from th( 
^•"old masters” to the modern 
artists Mr Hall terminated his 
long connexion with the AH Jow na> 
in Dec , 1880 He has edited the 
Book of Gems,” ‘"‘‘Book of British 
Ballads,” "Baronial Halls,” and 
other illustrated works In 1851 he 
IDublished, m conjunction with 'tshe 
AH Jbiirna Zj an " Illustrated Cata 
logue of the Exhibition of the In 
dustry of all Nations,” the most 
authentic pictorial presentation of 
the contents and interior of the 
Crystal Palace, extant,* in 1862 a 
similar work, descriptive of the 
International Exhibition ; and m 
1867 a work of the same character 
concerning the Universal Exhibi- 
tion at Paris. He has issued in 
the AH Journal a series of engrav- 
ings from the pictures in the 
Yemon Gallery, and of those in 
the private collection of Her 
Majesty. Durmg his long labours 
m connection with literatoe, Mr. 
Hall formed the acquaintance of 
many literary celebrities, and his 
recollections of these, embodied m 
Lectures,he has delivered repeatedly 
in London and in many of the lead- 
ing cities and towns of England. 

In 1870 he pubhshed a handsome 
volume of these records, entitled 
"A Book of Memories of Great 
Men and Women of the Age.” A 
list of the several works, original 
and edited, by Mr. and Mrs. Hall, 
would occupy more space than can 
be spai’ed in this work, as it amounts 
to three hundred and forty volumes. 

Mr HaU^s latest work, "The Ee- 
trospect of a Long Life,” appeared 
in 2 vols , 1883 He received in 
1880 an annual civil-hst pension of 
.£150 in recognition of his services 
to art and hteratui'e Mr. HaU has 
assisted in founding some excellent 
charities of London j amongst which 


may be mentioned the Hospital 
for Consumption, the Governesses" 
Institution, the Pensioners’ Em- 
ployment Society ; and he acted as 
one of the honorary secretaries of 
the Nightingale Fund 
HALLli:, Charles, pianist, a 
native of Germany, at an early age 
established himself at Pans, and 
acquired a great reputation for his 
elegant and elevated method in the 
interpretation of the classical com- 
positions of the best masters for his 
instrument His future indeed 
seemed secure, for his services as a 
professor were eagerly sought, 
when the revolution of Feb., 181<8, 
proved calamitous to him, as it did 
to many other musicians in the 
French capital. Mr. Halle repaired 
to England, and made his first 
appearance at a concert in Covent 
Garden Theatre with Beethoven’s 
E flat Concerto. He also sang at 
the matinees of Mr. John Ella, the 
director of the Musical Union. He 
soon afterwards established himself 
at Manchester as Director of the 
Musical Institution there, and has 
materially contributed towards 
improving the musical taste of the 
inhabitants, as well as promoting 
in that centre of commercial activity 
a knowledge of the best orchestral 
works^ of the great masters. Mr. 
Halle is, however, as much a resident 
in London as in Manchester. Mr. 
Halle instituted in 1857 an annual 
series of twenty orchestral and choral 
concerts, which have taken place 
uninterruptedly since then, and 
have become one of the most im- 
portant series in Europe. He has 
published a few compositions of 
a very high order. 

HALLIDAY, Sir Freberick 
James, K.C.B., son of Mr. Thomas 
Halliday, of Ewell, Sui’rey, was 
born in 1806, and having been edu- 
cated at St. Paul’s School, Eugby, 
md Haileybury College, entered 
the civil service of the East India 
Company m 1825. He held several 
sivil, political, and legislative posts, 
md in Dec., 1853, was appointed 
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one of the Supreme Council of India. 
In 1854 he was made by Lord 
Dalhousie Lieutenant-Governor of 
Bengah which post heheldtlirough 
the trying period of the Indian 
mutiny Eor the energy^ resolution, 
and administrative ability which 
he displayed in that office he re- 
ceived the thanks of the Houses of 
Parliament, and was created in 
1860 a K.C.B. (Civil division). 

HALLIWELL, James Orchaed, 
P R S., is a son of the late Thomas 
Halliwell, Esq, of Sloane Street, 
Chelsea, where he was born in 1820 
At an early age he showed consider- 
able taste for antiquarian researches, 
and made himself thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the ancient literature 
and antiquities of England. These 
studies ultimately led him to 
Shakespearian criticism, on which 
he has written extensively His 
most important works are A 
Life of Shakespeare j A Descrip- 
tive Calendar of the Records of 
Stratford-on-Avon , ‘‘‘'A Dictionary 
of Archaic and ProvincialWords,'^ 

Popular Rhymes and Nursery 
Tales,^" 1849 , An Account of the 
New Place, Stratford-on-Avon,” 
1864 j an edition of Shakespeare,” 
in 16 vols. folio, brought out by 
private subscription, and completed 
in 1865 ; and " Illustrations of the 
Life of Shakespeare in a discursive 
Series of Essays on a variety of 
Subjects connected with the Per- 
sonal and Literary History of 
the Great Dramatist,” Part I., 
1874. 

HAMERTON, Philip Gilbert, 
was born at Laneside, near Shaw, 
Lancashire, Sept. 10, 1834,his father 
being a solicitor in Shaw, and cadet 
of an ancient Yorkshire family, the 
Hamertons of Hellideld Peel and 
Hollins. He was educated at 
Burnley and Doncaster Grammar 
Schools, and afterwards prepared 
by private tutors for Oxford, but 
a taste for the fine arts led him to 
study landscape painting. He 
began to exercise his pen very 
early in life by contributing to the 


Histone Times a series of articles 
entitled '^Rome in 1849,” and in 
1851 he published a work on 
Heraldry In 1855 appeared a 
volume of verse, ‘'^The Isles of 
Loch Awe, and other Poems,” with 
sixteen illustrations by the aubhor. 
In the same year Mr. Hamerton 
went to Paris to study pamting 
and French literatui’e A strong 
affection for Loch Awe led him to 
encamp there in 1857, for the pur- 
pose of painting from nature, and 
in 1858 he took a lease of an island 
in the lake, with a house upon it 
(Innistrynich), and made this his 
principal head-quai’ters for some 
years, the results bemg a series of 
pictures, and two volumes entitled 
^"A Painter’s Camp m the High- 
lands, and Thoughts about Aii;” 
(1862), published as separate works 
in subsequent editions Mr. Hamer- 
ton left Loch Awe for France in 
1861, living first at Sens and after- 
wards near Autun His residence 
at Sens was chiefly proauctive of 
pictures, but on the establishment 
of The Fine Aots Quarterly Review 
he became a frequent contributor, 
and he also contributed to ^ the 
Fortnightly when under the editor- 
ship of Idr. Lewes. In 1866 Mr. 
Hamerton became art-critic to the 
Saturday Review', but resigned this 
post in 1868, remaining, however, 
connected with the Review as an 
occasional contributor. In 1868 he 
published Etching and Etchers,” 
a critical and practical treatise on 
the art of etching, and the masters 
who have excelled in it, with 
plates 5 this edition was published 
at iil 11s 6d., and rose gradually to 
.£13. A guinea edition of the same 
work appeared in 1S7C with twelve 
plates, ten of which are copies 
executed by the author, and a five- 
guinea edition with forty-eight 
plates was published in 1880 ; this 
rose immediately in price In 1868 
appeai’ed an essay on French art, 
entitled Contemporary French 
Painters,” followed in the next 
year by another of the same kind.

Painting in Prance after the 
decline of Classicism.'** In 1869 
Mr Hamerton ventured into fiction 
with Wenderholme, a Story of 
Lancashire and Yorkshire/* in 
three volumes,af terwards condensed 
in the second edition (1876) into 
one. During the year 1869 he 
planned a new art periodicalj the 
PoHfoliOj which is distinguished 
by careful writing and artistic 
illustration, chiefiy in the form of 
etchings by the best masters in 
Europe. Some of Mr. Hamerton*s 
more recent literary works have 
first appeared in the pages of the 
Portfolio. Of these may be men- 
tioned : The Unknown Eiver, an 
Eteher*s Voyage of Discovery/* 
with thirty-seven etchings by the 
author, 1871; '^Chapters on Ani- 
mals/* 1874 ; " The Sylvan Year/* 
partly illustrated by the author, 
1876 ; and '' The Life of Turner/* 
1878. One of the most widely 
known of this author*s works. 
The Intellectual Life,** appeared 
in 1873. In 1876 was published 
Bound my House,** an accotmt of 
the author's personal observations 
of niral life and character in Prance 
In 1878 Mr. Hamerton published 
anonymously Marmorne,** a novel, 
which was successful in England, 
Prance, and the United States, and 
appeai*ed in the Tauchnitz reprints 
Modem Frenchmen ** (1878) 

contams various studies of remark- 
able Frenchmen In 1882 appeared 
‘■'The Grraphic Arts, a treatise on 
the varieties of Drawing, Painting, 
and Engraving m comparison with 
each other and with Nature.** Mr. 
Hamerton's works have been fre- 
quently reprinted in America, and 
a collected edition in ten volumes 
was published at Boston in 1882. 
In recognition of his standing as a 
writer on art, he has been elected 
an honorary member of the Bur- 
lington Club, memhre protecteur of 
the Belgian Etching Club, and a 
member of the CouncS. of the Society 
of Painter-Etchers. In 1882 the 
French Government conferred upon 


him the University decoration of 
an Officier d/ Acad4mie. 

HAMILTON, The Bight Hon. 
Lobu George Francis, M P , is 
the third son of the Duke of Aber- 
corn, by Lady Louisa, second daugh- 
ter of John, sixth Duke of Bedford. 
He was born at Brighton* in Dec 
1845, and received his education at 
Harrow. In 1864, he was appointed 
an ensign in the Bifie Brigade, and 
in 1868 was transferred to the 
Coldstream Guards At the general 
election of Dec , 1868, he contested 
the county of Middlesex m the 
Conservative interest, and was re- 
turned at the head of the poll, the 
numbers being as follows • — Lord G. 
Hamilton, 7,850 ; Viscount Enfield, 
6;507 ; Mr. Henry Labouchere, 6,397. 
This decisive Conservative victory 
occasioned great surprise in political 
circles, as Middlesex had previously 
been regarded as one of the most 
impregnable strongholds of the 
Liberal party. At the general 
election of Peb., 1874, Lord George 
Hamilton again came in at the head 
of the poll, receiving 10,343 votes, 
against 5,192 recorded for Viscount 
Enfield, the most popular of the 
Liberal candidates On the forma- 
tion of Mr. Disraeli's Administration 
in Peb., 1874, his lordship was 
nominated to the post of Parlia- 
mentary Under-Secretary of State 
for India, and he was appointed 
Vice-President of the Committee 
of Council on Education, April 4, 
1878, in succession to Viscount 
Sandon. On the latter occasion he 
was sworn of the Privy Council. 
He went out of office with his party 
in April, 1880. His lordship mar- 
ried in 1871, Lady Maud Caroline, 
youngest daughter of the third Earl 
of Harewood. 

HAMILTON, Sir Bobert North 
Collie, Bart., K.C.B, eldest son of 
the late Sir Frederick Hamilton, 
Bart , of Silverton, county Lanark, 
born April 7, 1802 Having received 
his education at Haileybury, he 
entered the Bengal Civil Service 
in 1819, and after holding several 
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civil and political offices, became in 
1842 political agent to the G-overnor- 
General in Central India, in wbicli 
post be displayed great readiness 
and ability during the Indian mu- 
tiny , and for bis - services was 
created a K C B (Civil division), 
and received tbe tbanks of botb 
Houses of Parbament. Sir Eobert, 
wbo is married to a daughter of tbe 
late General tbe Honourable Sir 
George Anson, G C.B., was in Eng- 
land when tbe mutiny broke out, 
and returned at once to Calcutta, 
whence be was sent by tbe Gover- 
nor-General with full powers, to 
accompany tbe force under Gen. 
Sir Hugh Eose He was present m 
every engagement, and in tbe field 
throughout tbe whole campaign, 
until tranquillity was restored m 
Central India, when be was com- 
pelled, on account of lU health, to 
leave tbe country, and to give up 
tbe appointment to tbe Supreme 
Council m India, which bad been 
conferred upon him. He received 
tbe medal and clasp. After bis 
return be was High Sheriff of 
Warwickshire, in wlucb county be 
is a Magistrate and Deputy-Lieu- 
tenant. Sir E. Hamilton contested 
South Warwickshire in tbe Liberal 
interest at tbe general election of 
Dec. 1868, and failed by 29 votes. 

HAMLET, Lieutenant-Gene- 
ral Sir Edward Bruce, K.CB., 
K.C.M G , fourth son of Admiral 
William Hamley, K.L., by bis wife 
Barbara, daughter of Mr. Charles 
Ogilvy of Lerwick, was bom at 
Bodmin in Cornwall, April 27, 1824. 
He was educated at the grammar 
school kept by tbe late William 
Hicks (a remarkable humorist), 
and at the Eoyal Military Academy, 
Woolwich. He entered tbe army 
as second lieutenant in tbe Eoyal 
Artillery in 1843. He obtained a 
captaincy in 1850, became Brevet 
Major in 1854, was promoted to 
Lieutenant - Colonel in 1864, to 
Colonel in 1873, to Major-General 
in 1879, and to Lieutenant-General 
in 1882. He served in tbe Crimean 


campaign in 1854-5, including tbe 
affairs of Bulganac and McKenzie^’s 
Farm ; tbe battle of tbe Alma, vrbere 
bis horse iras shot ; Balaclava, and 
Inkerman, where bis horse was 
killed ; tbe siege and fall of Sebas- 
topol, and repulse of tbe sortie on 
Oct. 26, 1854, when be was men- 
tioned in despatches From 1870 
to 1877 be was Commandant of tbe 
Staff College He was employed as 
Her Majesty^s Commissioner for tbe 
delimitation of tbe Balkan frontier 
(1879), for tbe delimitation of tbe 
Eusso-Turkisb frontier in Armenia 
(1880), for tbe evacuation of Epirus 
and Thessaly by tbe Turkish forces, 
and for tbe occupation of tbe same 
by tbe Greek army (1881) — ^all these 
measures being in fulfilment of tbe 
Treaty of Berlm. In tbe Egyptian 
war of 1882 be commanded tbe 
second division He was nominated 
a Companion of tbe Order of tbe 
Bath in 1867 ; a Knight Commander 
of tbe Order of SS. Michael and 
George in Jan. 1880 j Grand Officer 
of tbe Medjidie in 1881, anda KmgLt 
Commander of tbe Order of the 
Bath in Hov. 1882. His literary 
works are: — "Ensign Eaunce,” a 
novel published in FraseT^s Magazine 
1848-9; "Lady Lee's Widowhood/’ 
a novel published in Blackwood 
1853, and afterwards re-publisbed 
in two vols. with illustrations by tbe 
author 1854; Campaign of Se- 
bastopol, written in tbe Camp" 
1854-5; "Tbe Operations* of War," 
4to, now in its 4tb edition ; “ Our 
Poor Eolations* a Pbilozoic Essay " 
1870; "Yoltaire," in tbe series 
of " Foreign Classics " 1877 ; 

"Thomas Carlyle," an essay re- 
publisbed from Blackwood 1881 : 
also many essays in Blackicood, 
including " Wellington's Career" 
(re-publisbed in 1862), and " Sbak- 
spere's Funeral," re-publisbed in 
" Tales from Blackwood/^ 

HAMLIN, BIannibal, statesman, 
born at Paris, Maine, Aug. 27, 1809 
He prepared for college, but tbe 
death of bis father compelled him to 
take charge of bi^ farm. At tbe age 
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of twenty-one lie became a printer. 
He then studied lawj was admitted 
to the bar in 1S33 and practised 
until 184:8. Prom 1836 to 1840 he 
was a member of the Maine legis- 
lature, serving as Speaker in 1837, 
1839, and 1840. He was a Member 
of Congress from 1843 to 1847 ; a 
State representative again in 1847 , 
and TJ S. Senator from 1848 to 1857. 
He was G-ovemor of Marne from 
Jan. 7 to Feb. 20, 1857, resigning 
the position on his re-election to the 
Senate. He was elected Vice-Presi- 
dent of the IT S on the ticket with 
Mr Lincoln in 1860, and on th( 
expiration of his term in 1865 wai 
made Collector of Customs for th« 
port of Boston. This position h« 
retained until he was again chosen 
to the Senate in 1869, where h< 
remained until 1881, when he was 
appointed Minister to Spain. 

HAMMOND (Lord), The Right 
Hon. Edmund, son of the late Mr 
George Hammond, for many years 
Under-Secretary of State fo 
Foreign Affairs, bom in London ir 
1802, was educated at Harrow, Eton 
and University College, Oxford 
where he took his B A. degree in 
1825, and was afterwards elected tc 
a fellowship He entered the Civi 
Service of the Crown in 1823, as 
clerk in the Privy Council Office 
whence in the following year he was 
transferred to the Foreign Office 
Here he rose by gradual promotion 
until, in April, 1854, he was ap- 
pointed Under-Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs. He was sworn 
a Privy Councillor in 1866. In 
March, 1874, he was raised to the 
peerage by the title of Baron Ham- 
mond, of Kirk Ella, Kingston-on- 
Hull. He married, in 1846, Mary 
Frances, thii*d daughter of the late 
Lord Robei*t Kerr, and grand- 
daughter of William, fifth Marquis 
of Lothian, by whom he had issue 
several daughters, but no son 
HAMMOND, William Alex- 
ander, M D , born at Annapohs, 
Maryland, Aug. 28, 1828 He 
graduated M.D, in the University 


of New York in 1848, and in June, 
1849, entered the medical service 
of the United States army as 
assistant-surgeon, in which he re- 
mained till 1860, having attained 
the staff rank of Captain In 1860 
he was appointed Professor of Ana- 
tomy and Physiology in the Uni- 
versity of Maryland At the com- 
mencement of the civil war he 
resigned his professorship, and 
entered the army almost at the 
bottom of the list of assistant- 
surgeons But on the reorganiza- 
tion of the Medical Bureau in 
April, 1862, he was, at the earnest 
solicitation of the Sanitary Commis- 
sion, appointed Surgeon-General of 
the army, with the rank of Bri- 
gadier-General. He retained this 
position until 1864, when he was 
dismissed from the service on the 
ground of irregularities in the 
award of contracts. This sentence 
was reversed by the President and 
Congress in 1878, when he was 
restored to his full rank and placed 
on the retired list. On his dismissal 
from the army in 1864 he was ap- 
pointed Professor in the Bellevue- 
Hospital Medical College, New 
York, and Physician-in-Cluef to the 
New York State Hospital for 
Diseases of the Nervous System, a 
position which he still holds He 
is also the editor of The Journal oj 
Psychological Medicine^ and has pub- 
lished "Military Hygiene" (1863) ; 

" Physiological Memoirs" (1863) ; 

" Venereal Diseases " (1864) j 

" Sleep, and its Nervous Derange- 
ments " (1869) ; " The Physics and 
Physiology of Spiritualism" (1870) ; 

" Medico-Legal Study of the Case 
of Daniel McFarland" (1870) ; "A 
Treatise on Diseases of the Ner- 
vous System " (1871) , " Insanity 
in its Relations to Crime" (1873) ; 
'Over Mental Work, and Emo- 
bional Disturbances " (1878) j 

'Cerebral Hyperaemia" (1878) j and 
'Fasting Girls" (1879). 

HAMPTON, Wade, born in 
Charleston, South Carolina, March 
38, 1818. His father, who died in 
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1835j was probably the wealthiest 
planter in the United States, being, 
it is said, the owner of more than 
3,000 slaves. The son graduated at 
the University of South Carolina, 
studied law, and subsequently 
became a member of the State 
Legislature . At the commencement 
of the civil war he entered the 
Confederate service, and raised a 
regiment of cavalry; was made a 
Brigadier-General, served during 
the peninsular campaign of 1862, 
and was wounded at Gettysburg, 
July 2, 1863. In 1864 he was made 
Lieutenant-General, and com- 
manded a body of cavalry m Yir- 
gmia. Early in 1865 he was sent 
to South Carolina, and commanded 
the rear-guard of the Confederate 
army, which was falling back before 
General Sherman. Large quanti- 
ties of cotton had been stored at 
Columbia, the capital of the state, 
which, upon the approach of the 
Union forces, was piled up in an 
open square, ready to be burnt. 
Fire was set to this, which resulted 
in a conflagration by which a great 
part of the city was destroyed A 
sharp discussion arose between 
Generals Hampton and Sherman, 
each charging the other with the 
wilful destruction of Columbia. 
But, accordmg to the best evidence, 
as far as either was concerned, the 
conflagration was purely acci- 
dental. In 1876 he was elected 
Governor of South Carolma, and 
again in 1878. He is now U. S. 
Senator for the term expiring 
March 4, 1885. 

BLAN’BUEY, Sir James Arthur, 
K.C.B., son of the late Mr Samuel 
Hanbury, was born in 1832, and 
received his education at Trinity 
College, Dublin, where he took the 
degree of Bachelor of Medicine in 
1853 He became a member of the 
Eoyal College of Surgeons of Eng- 
land in 1859. Immediately after 
graduating at Dublin, he entered 
the medical department of the 
Army. He became surgeon in 
1863, surgeon-major in 1873, bn- 


gadier-surgeon in 1879, and deputy- 
surgeon-general in 1881. He served 
with distinction in Chma, India, 
and America, was prmcipal medical 
officer of a division during the Af- 
ghan campaigns of 1S7S-9 and 1879- 
80 ; and served as principal medical 
officer under Lieut -General Sir 
Frederick Eoberts on the occasion 
of his celebrated march from Cabul 
to Candahar. For these services 
he was created a Companion of the 
Bath, and received the war medal 
and bronze star. In Aug. 1882, he 
was specially selected to accompany 
Sir Garnet Wolseley as principal 
medical officer of the Egyptian 
Expedition, with the local rank of 
surgeon-general. At the close of 
the campaign he was created a 
Knight Commander of the Order 
of the Bath. 

HAdTCOCK, Winfield Scott, 
born in Montgomery comty, Penn- 
sylvania, Feb. 14,1824. He gradu- 
ated from the West Pomt Academy 
in 1844, and in 1846 received his 
commission as Lieutenant of in- 
fantry. He served during the 
Mexican war, and at its close was 
quarter-master of his regiment. In 
1855 he was appointed captam in 
the quarter-masteris department, 
and took part in the Florida cam- 
paign against the Seminah Indians. 
In 1861 he was appointed a Briga- 
dier-General of Volunteers, and 
served in the Army of the Potomac. 
He accompanied Gen Mc01ellan''s 
army to the peninsula in 1862, and 
distinguished himself at the battle 
of Williamsburg. At the battle of 
Fredericksburg, in Dec. 1862, he 
commanded a division, which suf- 
fered severely, and for his meri- 
torious conduct on this occasion 
received a commission as Major- 
General of Volunteers. He took 
part in the battle of Chancellors- 
viUe. In the battle of Gettysburg, 
July, 1863, Hancock's division bore 
the prominent part, although he 
himself was severely wounded early 
in the"* action. He recovered suf- 
ficiently to return to duty Dec. 27, 
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1863, but was unable to command a 
body of troops till April, 1864, when 
be was promoted to the command of 
tbe 2nd Army Corps, and was en- 
gaged m all tbe battles of tbe 
Wilderness campaign, from May 5 
to June 19, 1864, when tbe breaking 
out of tbe old wound received at 
G-ettysbuxg compelled bim to leave 
for a time He returned to bis 
command in July, and remained 
with it till Nov. 26, 1864, being 
subsequently engaged in bgbter 
duties till tbe close of tbe war He 
was promoted to be Brigadier- 
General of tbe regular army in 
Aug. 1864, ^Brevet Major-General, 
March 13, 1865, and Major-General, 
United States Army, July 26, 1866. 
After tbe war be was successively 
Commander of tbe Middle Depart- 
ment (1865-66), of tbe Department 
of tbe Missouri (1866-67), of tbe 
Department of Louisiana and 
Texas (1867-69), and of tbe Depart- 
ment of tbe Dakota (1869-72). 
Upon tbe death of General Meade, 
Nov. 1872, the President, m ac- 
knowledgment of his great mibtary 
services, appointed General Han- 
cock to the command of the Depart- 
ment of the East, with his head- 
quarters at Govemor^s Island, New 
York, a position which he stiU holds, 
being one of the three major- 
generals in the United States army 
In 1868 Gen Hancock was a promi- 
nent candidate for the Democratic 
nomination to the presidency, 
which, however, was given to Ex- 
Govemor Seymour. Securing the 
nomination in 1880, he was defeated 
in the election by Mr. Garfield, who 
received a popular majority of 7018 
and an electoral majority of 59 
over General Hancock 
HANNAFOED, Samuel, born in 
1828, spent tbe earlier part of his 
life in England and Ireland In 
1851 be published a Catalogue of 
tbe Flowering Plants and Ferns 
in tbe neighbourhood of Totnes, in 
Devonshii’e, and for some years was 
a constant contributor of botanical 
papers and natural history notes to 


tbe Naturalist and other scientific 
journals. In Aug. 1852, be pro- 
ceeded to Australia, settling down 
m Melbourne, Victoria, tbe fauna 
and flora of which colony be at 
once commenced to investigate 
At this period be contributed several 
scientific papers to tbe Home Com- 
ipanion and the Journal of Austral- 
asia. In 1856 a work from bis 
pen, under tbe title of “Jottings 
in Australasia, or Notes on tbe Flora 
and Fauna of Victoria,^^ was issued, 
and bad a large circulation Whilst 
residing at Geelong, be edited for 
five years tbe Victorian Agricultural 
and Horticultural GazetiCj initiated 
and became honorary secretary of 
the Horticultural Improvement 
Association, and wrote a small 
work entitled "Sea and Eiverside 
Eambles.” Eemoving to Tasmania, 
a new field for mquiry was thrown 
open to him, the result of which 
was the publication, in 1866, of a 
volume on the "Wild Flowers of 
Tasmania.’’' Whilst engaged as 
editor of tbe Launceston Times, Mr. 
Hannaford wrote tbe nucleus of a 
Guide-Book to Tasmania, and a 
pamphlet on the " Poets and 
Poetry of Ireland.'*' In 1869 he 
became connected with tbe Tas- 
manian Times, in the south of the 
island, on the staff of which journal 
he remained until the resuscitation, 
imder the auspices of the Govern- 
ment, in 1870, of the Tasmanian 
Pubbc Library, when he was chosen 
secretary and librarian to that 
institution. 

HANNAH, The Yen. John, 
D C.L., born in 1818, was educated 
at Corpus Christi College, Oxford, 
of which he was scholar, and where 
he took his B.A. degree in 1840 as 
a first-class in classics He was 
elected to a Fellowship at Lincoln 
College, where he obtained a large 
university connection as a private 
tutor ; became Eector of the 
Academy at Edinburgh in 1847; 
and succeeded Bishop Wordsworth 
in 1854, as Warden of Trinity Col- 
lege, Glenalmond, an educational 
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establishment which combines a 
Divinity department for training 
young men for the Episcopal 
Church in Scotland^ with a public 
school after the English model 
Dr. Hannah was appointed Bampton 
Lecturer at Oxford^ for 1863^ his 
subject being ‘^‘‘The Eelation be- 
tween the Divine and Human Ele- 
ments in Holy Scripture j” and was 
presented to the vicarageof Brighton 
in 1870. He became Prebendary of 
Chichester in 1874^ and Archdeacon 
of Lewes in 1876. He is the author 
of Discourses on the Fall and its 
Eesults/" and of several separately 
published lectures and sermons. He 
has also edited, with notes, ^‘‘The 
Poems and Psalms of Henry King, 
D D.,” 1843 ; poems by Sir H. 
Wotton, Sir W. Ealeigh, and others 
(1845) ; and the '^Courtly Poets from 
Ealeigh to Montrose,’^ 1870. 

HAHNEH, The Eight Hon. Sir 
James, eldest son of the late Mr 
James Hannen of Kingswood, 
Surrey, formerly a merchant in the 
city of London, was born in 1821, 
and received his education at St. 
PauPs School, whence he removed 
to the University of Heidelberg. 
He was called to the bar at the 
Middle Temple in 1848, and chose 
the Home Circuit, on which he 
obtained a very large practice, 
mainly in commercial business. He 
was continually employed in very 
complicated and important cases, 
and in the great Shrewsbury case 
in the House of Lords, he was 
one of the counsel retained by the 
successful claimant. Mr. Hannen 
was for some time counsel to the 
Treasury. In Aug. 1868, he was 
nominated a puisne j*udge of the 
Queen’s Bench, in succession to the 
late Mr Justice Shee, and had the 
honour of knighthood conferred 
upon him He was appointed J udge 
of the Court of Probate and Divorce 
in succession to Lord Penzance, in 
Hov 1872, when he was sworn a 
member of the Privy Council. 

HAECOUET, Sir William 
G-eorge Oranville Venables 


Vernon, M P , Q C , second son of 
the Eev. William Vemon-Har court, 
and grandson of the late Archbishop 
of York, bom Oct 14, 1827, was 
educated at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, of which he was a scholar, 
and graduated in high honours in 
1861. He was called to the bar at 
the Inner Temple in 1854, and went 
the Home circuit. He unsuccess- 
fully contested the Kircaldy burghs 
in 1858 In Dec. 1863, he con- 
ducted the defence of Col. Crawley, 
who was tried before a court-martial 
at Aldershot. Mr. Harcourt was 
appointed a Queen’s Counsel in 
1866 ; and was returned to the 
House of Commons for the city of 
Oxford in the Liberal interest in 
1868. Mr. Harcourt was elected 
Professor of International Law in 
the University of Cambridge, 
March 2, 1869 He was a member 
of the Eoyal Commission for amend- 
ing the Neutrality Laws, and of the 
Eoyal Commission for amendmg the 
Naturalization Laws. He was ap- 
pointed Solicitor-Ceneral in Nov. 
1873, on which occasion he was 
knighted, and he held that office 
until the resignation of Mr. Grlad- 
stone’s administration in the follow- 
ing February. When Mr. Gladstone 
returned to power in May, 1880, 
Sir W. Harcourt was nominated 
Secretary of State for the Home 
Department. On his going down 
to Oxford for re-election on that 
occasion he was defeated, polling 
only 2681 votes against 2735 
recorded in favour of his Con- 
servative antagonist, Mr. A. W. 
Hall. At this j'uncture Mr. Plim- 
soll, M P. for Derby, very oppor- 
tunely accepted the Chiltern 
Hundreds, whereupon Sir W. 
HArcourt was elected one of the 
representatives of that borough in 
his stead. Sir W. Harcourt was 
presented with the freedom of the 
city of G-lasgow Oct. 25, 1881. He 
was one of the original contributors 
to the Saturday Review^ and has 
written various political pamphlets 
and letters on international law in 
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tile Timest publislied imder the 
pseudonym of "Historicus/^ The 
latter were reprinted in a volume, 
with considerable additions (1863) 
He married, first, in 1859, Therese, 
daughter of Lady Therese Lewis — 
aunt to the Earl of Clai’endon, and 
widow of the late Sir G-eo Corne- 
wall Lewis, Bart. — ^by her first 
husband, T. Lister, Esq. ; and, 
secondly, m 1876, Mrs. Ives, 
daughter of the late John Lothrop 
Motley, Esq., some time United 
States Minister in London. 

HAEDESTGrE, Lieut. -Gten the 
Hon Aethue Edwaed, second 
son of the late Yiscount Hardmge, 
was born in 1828 Joining the 
Army in 1844, he soon afterwards 
proceeded to India to ;ioin the per- 
sonal staff of the Governor-General 
and there took part in the important 
actions in the Pun 3 ab, on the Sutlej 
1843-6, being present at the battles 
of Moodkee, Eerozeshah— where his 
horse was shot under him — and the 
decisive victory of Sobraon, for 
which he received the medal and 
two clasps Keturning to England 
and appointed to the Colds&eam 
Guards, he seized an early oppor- 
tumty of qualifying himself for 
Staff employment by gomg through 
the semor department at Sand- 
hui’st, where he took high honours 
On the breaking out of the war in 
1854, Captam Hardmge was ap- 
pointed Deputy Assistant Quai-ter- 
master-General in the First Divi- 
sion of the Army in the East, and 
he took part in all the scenes of the 
war, including the occupation of 
Bulgaria, expedition to Crimea, 
battle of Alma — ^where he was 
mentioned in despatches for re- 
markable coolness and judgment — 
the battle of Balaklava, where he 
rode in the cavalry charge, the 
battle of Inkerman — again men- 
tioned in despatches — and the whole 
siege of Sebastopol, latterly em- 
ployed at head-quarters as Assistant- 
Quartermaster-General, and, re- 
mainmg with the Army until the 
close of the war. He was made , 


Brevet-Major after Alma, and at 
the peace received C.B., Knight ot 
the Legion of Honour, fifth class 
Med] idle, medal, four clasps, and 
Turkish medal In 1857, appointed 
Assistant Quartermaster-General to 
the Dublin Division, he served on 
the Staff in Ireland, qualifying 
there for full colonelcy in 1858. In 
1869 he was selected by the Prince 
Consort to join the Eoyal House- 
hold as Equerry, which post he 
held until his Eoyal Highnesses 
death in 1861, when the Queen, to 
retain his services, made him 
Equerry to Her Majesty In com- 
mand first of a battalion and sub- 
sequently of the regiment of 
Coldstream Guards, he proved him- 
seK so efficient a commanding 
officer that on his further promo- 
tion to Major-General his services 
in India in command of a division 
were willingly accepted. He com- 
manded fij^st the Allahabad and 
then the Meerut Division for five 
years, but suffered the mortification 
of having to return to England on 
the expiry of his command just at 
the outbreak of the war with 
Afghanistan, but not without 
having accompanied unofficially 
and in a private capacity the force 
into the Khyber During his ser- 
vice in India General Hardmge 
proved himself an active com- 
mander, and the interest with 
which he worked up the questions 
of infantry attack, and the atten- 
tion he gave to musketry, on which 
subjects he gave lectures at the 
United Service Institute on liis 
return, have found excellent fruits 
m the proficiency which has been 
shown in a marked manner by the 
regiments then under his command. 
In Feb. 1881, ho was appointed 
Commander-in-Chief of the Forces 
in Bombay. 

HAEDIN GE (Viscount), 
Chaeles Stbwaet Haedinoe, 
eldest son of the late Viscount 
Hardmge, G.C.B., who was Gover- 
nor-General of India, and Com- 
mander-in-Chief at the Horse 
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Guards^ bom Sept 12, 1S12, was 
educated at Eton and Christ 
Church, Oxford, where he gradu- 
ated B.A. in 1844 in classical 
honours. He sat in the House of 
Commons as member for the 
borough of Downpatrick, from 1851 
till Sept. 24, 1856, when he suc- 
ceeded to his father^ s title , and he 
held the post of Under-Secretary 
of State for the War Department 
under Lord Derby's second ad- 
ministration in 1858-9. He acted 
as private secretary to his father in 
India, having been present at the 
battles Moodkee, Ferozeshah, and 
Sobraon, served for five years as 
Major in the Kent Artillery, and is 
Lieut.-Col of the 2nd Kent Admin- 
istrative Battalion Y olunteers. He 
published in 1847 some elaborate 
Views in India," in imperial 
folio, which show that he is an 
artist of more than ordinary merit. 

HAEDY, Thomas, novelist, was 
born June 2, 1840, at a village in 
Dorsetshire, and educated in the 
same county. He was destined for 
the architectural profession, and in 
his I7th year was articled as pupil 
to an architect practising in the 
county-town, about which time he 
formed a friendship with the late 
able classical scholar and Saturday 
reviewer — JMr. H. Moule, of Queen's 
College, Cambridge — ^who read with 
him during the ensuing four years. 
On taking up his residence in 
London, Mr Hardy allied himself 
with the modern school of Gothic 
artists, and acquired additional 
experience in design under Mr 
Arthur Blomfield, M A., F.S.A , 
son of the late Bishop Blomfield. 
His first literary performance was 
an essay on Coloiued Brick and 
Terra-cotta Architecture, which 
received the prize and medal of the 
Institute of British Architects in 
1863 ; he also was awarded in the 
same year Sir W. Tite's prize for 
architectural design. He now 
formed the idea of becoming an 
art-critic, and engaged in further 
studies for that purpose? but at 


length tried his hand on a work of 
fiction called "^Desperate Eeme- 
dies," which was pubhshed m 1871, 
and was equally praised and con- 
demned. In 1872 he pubhshed the 
rural tale entitled Under the 
Greenwood Tree," and in 1873 ""A 
Pair of Blue Eyes," both of which 
were well received. These were 
followed, in the Cornhill Magazine 
for 1874, by his best-known novel, 
‘^^Far from the Madding Crowd," 
dramatized by the author in 1879, 
and acted in a modified form at the 
Globe Theatre in 1882, a warm 
newspaper controversy having 
meanwhile arisen on the resem- 
blance borne to ‘'"Far from the 
Madding Crowd " by a new play of 
similar character. He has also 
written " The Hand of Ethelberta, 
a Comedy in Chapters " (1876) ; 
^^The Eetmm of the 17ative " (1878) , 

The Trumpet-Major" (1880) , ^^A 
Laodicean" (1881) , and "Two on 
a Tower " (1882) ; besides some 
minor tales. Many of these novels 
have been pubhshed simultaneously 
in England, America, Austraha, 
and India, and some have been 
translated into French. Mr. 
Hardy is said to be the first who 
made the English farm-labourer or 
clown a prominent character in 
modem fiction. 

HAEE, AuausTirs John Cuth- 
BEBT, the youngest and now the 
only surviving son of Francis 
George Hare, was bom at the Villa 
Strozzi, at Eome, March 13, 1834, 
and was adopted, as an infant, by 
the widow of his uncle, Augustus 
"Wilham Hare. He was educated 
at Harrow, and at University Col- 
lege, Oxford. Mr. Hare resided 
formerly at his family home of 
Hiu'stmonceaux, but now lives at 
Holmhiu'st, near Hastings. He has 
pubhshed ‘'^Epitaphs for Country 
Churchyards " (1856) , " Muiray's 
Handbook for Berks, Bucks, and 
Oxfordshire" (1860), "AWmterat 
Mentone" (1861) ; "Murray's Hand- 
book for Dmham and Northumber- 
land'^ (1863) j "Walks in Eome ” 
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(1870), “Wanderings in Spain'^ 
(1872) , “Memorials of a Quiet Life” 
(1872) ; “ Lays near Rome ” (1874) ; 
“Cities of Horthem and Central 
Italy” (1875) j “Walks in London” 
( 1877) ; “Life and Letters of Baroness 
Bunsen” (1879); and “Cities of 
Southern Italy and Sicily ” (1882). 

HARGRAVES, Edmund Ham- 
mond, the discoverer of the gold- 
fields in Australia, son of Lieut. 
I. E. Hargraves, of the Sussex 
militia, horn at Gosport about 1815, 
went to sea at the age of fourteen, 
and became a settler, or “squatter,” 
in Austraha when eighteen years 
old. In 1849 he sailed from Port 
Jackson for San Francisco, went to 
the gold-diggmgs, and while work- 
ing there was so struck with the 
resemblance of the geological 
structure of the country to that of 
Australia, that upon his return he 
made explorations which resulted 
in the discovery of what have smce 
been proved to be most pro- 
ductive gold-fields. He 'proceeded 
to Sydney, communicated his dis- 
covery to the Colonial Secretary, 
and was afterwards appointed Com- 
missioner of Crown Lands Having 
visited the principal gold-fields in 
Australia, he returned to Sydney, 
and resigned his appointment, when 
the Legislative Council of Ifew 
South Wales awarded him <£10,000 
for his discovery ; and the town of 
Sydney presented him with a gold 
cup of <£500 value, at a public din- 
ner at which the Governor-General 
was present. He received testi- 
monials from the other Australian 
colonies in recognition of his ser- 
vices in developing the resources of 
that country. In 1854 he returned 
to England. A very interesting 
narrative of his success, entitled 
Australia and its Gold-Fields,” 
appeared m 1855 
HARLEY, Geoeoe, M D , F R.S., 
was born at Haddington, East 
Lothian, in 1829, entered the Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh when 17 
years of age, and graduating there 
as Doctor of Medicine in 1850, he 


then studied scientific medicine for 
five years in the Universities of 
Paris, Wurzburg, Berlin, Vienna, 
and Heidelburg. On coming back 
to London in 1855 he was immedi- 
ately appointed Lecturer on Prac- 
tical Physiology and Histology in 
University CoUege, London In 
1859 he was appomted Professor of 
Medical Jurisprudence, and in 1861 
Physician to University College 
Hospital Dr. Harley is Corre- 
sponding Member of the Academy 
of Sciences of Bavaria, of the 
Academy of Medicine of Madrid, 
and of several continental Scientific 
and Medical Societies ; he was in 
1853 President of the Parisian 
Medical Society, and in 1861 he 
received the Triennial prize (fifty 
guineas) of the Royal College of 
Surgeons for an Essay on the Supra- 
renal Bodies. The pubhshed 
writings of Dr Harley are nume- 
rous. Ho fewer than 21 scientific 
papers bearing his name are in the 
catalogue of the Royal Society, 
which goes up only to 1863, and 
smce then he has published several 
others on germ diseases, &o. His 
chief medical works are on Histo- 
logy, Healthy and Morbid Diabetes, 
Albuminuria, Jaundice, Ridney, and 
Liver Diseases, the latter being a 
large work of 1,200 pages, with 38 
illustrations. Dr Harley seems to 
be a man of varied attainments, 
whose great hobby is the simplifica- 
tion of the means of acquiring 
knowledge; for he has not only 
invented various contrivances for 
facilitating medical, physiological, 
chemical, and microscopical re- 
search; but has also powerfully 
advocated the simphfication of our 
national orthography by the omis- 
sion of all redxmdant, and conse- 
quently useless, duplicated con- 
sonants, from every word in the 
English language, except personal 
names. In 1877 lie published a 
book entitled “The Simplification 
of English Spelling,” and in 1878 
printed a letter addressed to the 
late Lord Beaconsfield, entitled “A 
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Conservative Scheme for National 
Spelling Eeform 

HAEPEE, The Eight Eev. 
Henry John Chitty^ D.D., Bishop 
of Christchurch, New Zealand, was 
horn at G-osport, Hampshire, in 
1807, and educated at Queen's Col- 
lege, Oxford (B.A. 1826, M A. 1840). 
After havmg been private tutor to 
the sons of Sir Charles Coote, he 
officiated for many years as " con- 
duct " or chaplain to Eton College, 
by which society he was presented 
in 1840 to the vicarage of Stratfield 
Mortimer, Berkshire, whence he 
was appointed, in 1856, first Bishop 
of Christchurch. The diocese was 
reconstituted in 1869 and made 
metropolitan over the sees of 
Auckland, Wellingtonj Waiapu, 
and Nelson 

HAEEIS, The Hon. Sir 
Edward Alfred John, K.C B , 
second son of the late Earl of 
Malmesbury, and heir-presumptive 
to that title, born May 20, 1808, 
was educated at Eton and the 
Eoyal Naval College, entered the 
navy in 1823, and, having served 
on the South American, Mediter- 
ranean, and Portuguese stations, 
attained the rank of Captain in 
1843. He was member for Christ- 
church, Hants, in the Conservative 
interest, from 1844 to 1852, when, 
during his brother's (the Earl of 
Malmesbury) tenure of the seals of 
the Foreign Office, he was appointed 
Consul at Elsinore, was transferred 
to Peru as Consul-General and 
Charge d' Affaires the same year, 
and to Chili in the same capacity a 
few months later In 1858 he was 
appointed Consul at Yemce, and 
shortly afterwards Envoy-Extra- 
ordmary and Minister-Plenipoten- 
tiary at Berne He obtained his 
fiag April 12, 1862 ; was created a 
C B the next year ; advanced to 
the rank of Yice- Admiral May 24, 
1867 ; was nominated Envoy-Extra- 
ordinary and Minister-Plenipoten- 
tiary to the King of the Netherlands 
Aug. 22, 1867 ; and was created a 
K.C.B. (civil division) in 1872. 


HAEEIS, George, LL D.,E S.A., 
born in 1809, entered the navy as a 
midshipman, but left it on account 
of ill-health. He was formerly a 
member of Trinity Hall, Cambridge 
He was called to the bar in 1843, 
and went the Midland circuit ; was 
the acting judge of the Birming- 
ham County Court for two years, 
under the direction of the Lord 
Chancellor, and was appomted one 
of the Eegistrars of tiie Court of 
Bankruptcy in 1862, from which 
post he retired in 1868. Mr. 
Harris is the author of " The Life 
of Lord Chancellor Hardwicke,^' 
1847, which was dedicated to the 
late Prince Consort, who took much 
interest in the work, and placed at 
Mr. Harris's disposal certain of the 
MSS at Windsor Castle. Mi*.Harris 
is also the author of Civihzation 
considered as a Sciences" '^The 
True Theory of Eepresentation in 
a State;” and "The Theory of 
the Arts," which has been trans- 
lated into French. He was the 
originator of the Commission for 
inquiring into the collections of 
ancient historical manuscripts, the 
proposal for which was made in a 
paper that he read before the Social 
Science Association in 1857, and 
was warmly espoused by Lord 
Brougham, and a v^ry influentially 
signed’memorial in its favour was 
presented to Lord Palmerston. Mr. 
Harris has been a Yice-President 
of the Anthropological Institute, 
and was for some tune President 
of the Manchester Anthropological 
Society. He is also a member of 
the British Association, before 
which he read papers in 1871, 
1872, and dmnng part of the next 
year He is also a Fellow and one 
of the Yice-Presidents of the Eoyal 
Historical Society. In 1876 he 
published his " Philosophical Trea- 
tise on the Nature and Constitution 
of Man," which was the labour of 
more than forty years. Yaluable 
notes were contributed to it by 
several distinguished writers, both 
English and foreign, among them 
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Mr. DarwiBj Professor de Quatre- 
fagesj Mr. Gladstone, Sir John 
Lubbock, Dr (now Cardinal) New- 
man, Professor Huxley, and Dr. 
Eichardson. It is bemg translated 
into French, German, and Eussian. 

HAEEISON, Feedeeic, M A., 
was born m London, Oct. 18, 1831, 
being the eldest son of Frederic 
Harrison, Esq , of Threadneedle 
Street and of Lancaster Gate, Lon- 
don, by Jane, only daughter of the 
late Alexander Brice, Esq., of Bel- 
fast. He was educated at Emg^'s 
College School, London , was elected 
Scholar of Wadham College, Oxford, 
1848 , and took the degree of B.A., 
1853 (when he was in the 1st class 
in Classics). After residing for 
some time as Fellow and Tutor of 
his College at Oxford, he was called 
to the bar in 1858. He has since 
practised as a Conveyancer and in 
the Courts of Equity. Mr Har- 
rison was a member of the Eoyal 
Commission upon Trades Unions, 
1867-69; Secretary to the Eoyal 
Commission for the Digest of the 
Law, 1869-70; and in 1877 was 
appointed by the Council of Legal 
Education, Professor of Jurispru- 
dence and International Law. He 
has given much attention to the 
questions and institutions relating 
to working men He was one of 
the founders of the Positivist 
School in 1870, and also of Newton 
Hall m 18S1. He is the author of 
some articles in the Westminster 
Revieiu between 1860 and 1863, of 
numerous essays in the FortnigJitly 
Review from I860, and in the Nine- 
teenth Ceniui'y and Contemporary 
Review from 1876 He published 
Order and Progress” (1875) ; and 
an English translation of Social 
Statics, or the Abstract Theory of 
Human Order,” being vol. u. of 
Comtek’s " Positive Pohty” (1875). 
Mr Harrison is a follower of Auguste 
Comte, whose philosophical, social, 
and religious doctrmes he has pre- 
sented in various wiitings and 
lectimes. ' , 
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Eight Hon Dudley FeaNcis 
Stuaet Eydee, is the eldest son 
of the late Earl of HaiTowby, K.G , 
by Lady Frances Stuart, fourth 
daughter of the late Marquis of 
Bute. He was born at Brighton, 
Jan. 16, 1831, and received his 
education at Harrow and at Christ 
Church, Oxford, where he graduated 
B.A. in 1852. After leaving the 
University he accompanied the 
present Earl of Carnarvon on a 
30urney to the East. He served as 
Captain in the 2nd Staffordshire 
Mditia when that regiment was 
called out for garrison duty at the 
time of the Crimean War and the 
Indian Mutiny. In 1856 he was 
elected M.P. for Lichfield, which 
city he represented till 1859 ; and 
for some time he was Private Secre- 
tary to Mr. Labouchere at the 
Colonial Of&ce, 1856-8. He unsuc- 
cessfully contested Stafford in 
1860 Viscount Sandon was first 
elected for Liverpool in Jan. 1868, 
and at the general election, in 
Feb. 1874, his lordship was re- 
turned for that borough at the 
head of the poll, no fewer than 
20,206 votes having been recorded 
in his favour — the largest number 
given to any candidate in the 
United Kingdom. Formerly he 
ranked as a Liberal, but for many 
yeai's past he has been a steady 
suppoi-ter of the Conservative party 
At one time he took an active pai‘t 
in the private business of the 
House of Commons, and served on 
several select committees, including 
those on the Euphrates Valley, 
Hudson’s Bay, and the Diplomatic 
and Consular Services , and he was 
also a member of the secret com- 
mittee aiipointed to inquire into 
the Westmeath Eibbon outrages. 
His name was associated with the 
Parocliial Councils Bill, which he 
brought forwai’d in two sessions, 
with the object of giving to the 
laity a larger share in the manage- 
ment of Church affairs. His lord- 
ship had always evinced a great 
interest in ecclesiastical matters. 
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and had taken a leading partj con- 
jointly with Mr. H. Smith, in 
founding the Bishop of London^’s 
Fund.” To the first London School 
Board he was returned for West- 
minster (1873), and he presided 
over the statistical committee 
appointed by that body to investi- 
gate the educational wants of the 
Metropolis. In Feb., 1874, he was 
appointed Yice-President of the 
Council of Education, and for four 
years he represented that Depart- 
ment in the House of Commons. 
He brought in the Education Act 
of 1876 and various Revised Codes. 
In 1878, when the office of Chief 
Secretary for Ireland became 
vacant, the Earl of Beaconsfield 
twice offered it to Viscount Sandon, 
who, however, refused it for family 
reasons ; but shortly afterwards his 
lordship accepted the post of Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade, vacant 
by the resignation of Mr. Adderley, 
who was raised to the House of 
Peers, April, 1878. He went out 
of office with his colleagues in 
April, 1880. Viscount Sandon suc- 
ceeded to the title of Earl of Har- 
rowby on the death of his father 
(Hov. 19, 1882). He married, in 
1861, Lady Mary Prances Cecil, 
eldest daughter of the second 
Marquis of Exeter. 

HART, Ernest, born in June, 
1836, was educated at the City of 
London School, where he became 
Captam and Lambert Jones Scholar 
at a very early age. Subsequently 
he entered the school of medicme 
attached to St. George's Hospital, 
where he attained the position of 
first prizeman in every class. He 
then obtained the post of Oph- 
thalmic Surgeon and Lecturer on 
Ophthalmology at St Mary's Hos- 
pital Medical School, practising for 
some years as a surgeon, and he was 
the author of a method of treatment 
of aneurism For several years 
Mx. Hart was co-editor of the Lancet ^ 
and in 1866 was selected as editor of 
the Brit%sh Medical Journal by the 
council of the British Medical Asso- 


ciation. For several years Mr. Hait 
has devoted himself to public work in 
connection with questions of social 
and sanitary progress He is editor 
of the Sanitary Record and the 
London Medical Record, Chairman 
of the National Health, Society, 
Chairman of the Smoke Abatement 
Committee, and Chairman of the 
Parliamentary BiUs Committee of 
the British Medical Association. 
As Honorary Secretary of the 
Workhouse Infirmaries Association 
in 1866-7, he rendered great public 
services in exposing, m concert 
with others, the defective arrange- 
ments for the sick poor in work- 
houses; and in an article on the 
‘■^Hospitals of the State,” published 
in the FoHnightly Review of that 
year, Mr. Hart laid down a series 
of propositions for the creation of 
asylums for the sick, which were 
subsequently embodied m the Me- 
tropolitan Asylums Act (1867). In 
1868 Mr Hart took steps to investi- 
gate the extent and methods by 
which a system of criminal ‘^baby 
farming ” was then carried on. 
The publication of these reports 
led eventually to the formation of 
a Society for the Protection of 
Infant Life. A select committee 
of the House of Commons was 
appointed in 1870 to consider the 
question, and the Infant Life Pro- 
tection Act was the result. As 
Chairman of the National Health 
Society Mr. Hart called attention 
to the desirability of a scientific 
study of the means of lessening 
the excessive production of smoke 
in great cities. A committee was 
nominated for the purpose which 
was joined by other organizations, 
especially the Kyrle Society, and a 
joint committee for the abatement 
of smoke was formed, which seom’ed 
public attention to the subject, and 
organized an exhibition of mventions 
for the purpose at thtf South Ken- 
sington Museum (1881). In 1876 
Mr. Hart summoned a meeting at 
his private residence, which resulted 
in the formation of an Association 
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for organizing and establishing 
coffee taverns for London on a self- 
supporting basis. In 1S79 Mr. Hart 
convened a similar meeting at his 
house with the view of establishing 
a centre or centres for cheap mns7- 
cal entertainments for the people, 
without the sale of intoxicants. A 
small association was formed for 
this purpose, which has formed 
the Victoria theatre into a coffee 
tavern and music-hall. As Chair- 
man of the Parliamentary Bills 
Committee of the British Medical 
Association Mr Hart has taken 
part in promoting the better organi- 
zation of the medical departments 
of the army and navy, and in 
shaping the Public Health Acts. 
He recently presided at a conference 
on vaccination. Among sanitary in- 
vestigations Mr Hart has especially 
invefligated the various epidemics 
which have been due to the pollution 
of milk, and has established the 
necessity of safeguarding the milk 
supply of towns, at the same time 
creating an organization which has 
been successful and has been largely 
adopted in various great cities, and 
which has formed the basis of recent 
bye-laws and regulations of the 
Privy Council, and of vai'ious health 
authorities 

HAET, James McDorroAL, land- 
scape pamter, born at Kilmarnock, 
Scotland, in 1S28 When a child 
he went with his family to America 
and lived at Albany, Hew York 
In 1851 he went to Dusseldorf and 
studied painting for about a year. 
He returned to Albany m 1852, and 
in 1856 removed to Hew York city, 
where he has since resided. He was 
made an Academician in 1859. His 
pictures are admired for their har- 
mony of colour and quiet peace- 
fulness of tone.

BA.ET, Sir Egbert, K.C.M.Gr , 
born at Portadown, in the north of 
Ireland, in 1836, was educated 
at the Wesleyan Schools at Taun- 
ton and Stephen's Green, Dublin, 
and at the Queen^s College, Bel- 
fast, from which he graduated in 
1863. He was appointed a student- 
interpreter in the British Consular 
service in China in 1854, and was 
Secretary to the Allied Commission 
for the government of Canton in 
1858. He joined the Chinese Cus- 
toms service as deputy-commissioner 
in 1859, was appointed Inspector- 
General of Customs in 1863, and has 
held that post ever since. The 
Customs system which was adopted 
in all the Chinese treaty ports 
under the Treaty of 1858, and has 
prevailed ever since with marked 
success, allows foreigners to assist 
China, as Chinese of&cials, in the 
administration of her Customs The 
Inspector -General is, under the 
Tsung-li-Yamen, or Chinese Foreign 
OfBlce, the head of the maritime 
Customs of China. In the depart- 
ment of Coast Lights, which is under 
his charge, there are now over '70 
lights of superior order, including 
several important Lighthouses and 
four lightships, whereas in 1862 
there were only two or three insig- 
nificant lights and one inferior 
light vessel Sir Eobert Hart has 
been the mainspring of this large 
admimstration for twenty-one years 
past. Standing in relation to the 
Chinese Government as their ser- 
vant, though a foreigner, and in 
relation to the foreigners as one 
of themselves, though a Chinese 
official, he has had no light burden 
to bear. He was President of the 
Chinese Commission for the Inter- 
national Exhibitions at Vienna in 
1873, at Philadelphia in 1876, and 
at Paris in 1878. He was made 
M.A. of the Queen's University, 
honoris cawstt, in 1875 , he is a 
Chevalier of the Order of Vasa in 
Sweden, Commander of the Order 
of Leopold in Belgium, Commander 
of the Legion of Honour in France, 
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Grand Cross of the Order of Francis 
Josejili in Austria, and in China he 
has the Eed Button of the highest 
civil class. He was created a 
Companion of the Order of SS 
Michael and George in ISSO ; and 
a Hnig’ht Commander of the same 
Order in April, 1882. 

HAET, William, landscape 
painter, elder brother of James M. 
Hart, born at Paisley, Scotland, 
in 1823. He went with his family 
to Albany, Hew York, in 1831, and 
like his brother was a coach-painter. 
Evincing a talent and taste for art, 
he took up landscape pamting, and 
made his first public exhibition at 
the Academy of Design m Hew 
York in 1848. The generosity of a 
friend enabled him to re-visit his 
native land in 1850, and he spent 
three years abroad in art-study He 
has been a frequent exhibitor at the 
Academy of Design, and was made 
an Academician in 1858. For several 
years he was president of the Brook- 
lyn Academy of Design, and was 
one of the founders of the Water- 
colour Society, of which for three 
years he was president. His pic- 
tures are remarkable for their 
luminous brilliancy of colouring 
The more notable among them are; 
— “The Last Gleam,” “The Golden 
Hour,” “Opening in the Elands,"*' 
“ Up the Glen in the White Moun- 
tains,” “ Sunset in Dask Harbour,” 
“Hew Brunswick,” “Cattle in the 
Woods,” “Keene Valley,” “Land- 
scape with Jersey Cattle,” and 
“ The Ford.” Since 1853 his studio 
has been in Hew York city. 

HAEiTE, Francis Bret, born at 
Albany, Hew York, Ai^. 25, 1839. 
He went to Califomia in 1854, and 
was successively a miner, school 
teacher, express messenger, printer, 
and finally editor of a newsxDaper. 
In 1864 he was appointed Secretary 
of the United States Branch Mint 
at San Francisco, holding the office 
until 1870 He contributed many 
poems and sketches to iieriodicals, 
and in 1868, upon the establishment 
of the Overland Monthly ^ he became 


its editor, and contributed to it 
several notable tales and sketches. 
In 1SG9 axipeared in it Ins humorous 
poem, The Heathen Chmee,” 
which suddenly made him famous. 
In 1871 he went to the Eastoin 
States, and took uii his residence 
first in Hew York, and subsequently 
in Boston He was appointed United 
States Consul at Crefield in 1878, 
from which he was transferred to 
Glasgow in March, 1880, where he 
still remains. His works, most 
of which originally appeared in 
periodicals, include “ Condensed 
Hovels” (1867); “Poems” (1870); 
“ Luck of Soaring Camp, and other 
Sketches” (1870) ; “East and West 
Poems” (1871), “Poetical Works,” 
illustrated (1871) , “ Mi’s. Skaggs's 
Husbands” (1872) ; “Echoes of the 
Foot Hills” (1874) , “ Tales of the 
Argonauts” (1875) , “Gabriel Con- 
roy ” (1876) ; “ Two Men of Sandy 
Bar” (1876) , “Thankful Blossom” 
(1877) ; “ Story of a Mine ” (1878) ; 
“ Drift from IVo Shores ” (1878) ; 
“The Twins of Table Mountain and 
other Stones” (1879) ; and “In the 
Carqumez Woods” (1883). 

H A R T I H G, James EnaniNn, 
F.L.S., F.Z.S., eldest son of James 
Vincent Halting, of 2, Upper Mon- 
tague Street, Eussell Square, and 
Halting, in the county of Sussex, 
was born in London Aiiril 29, 1841. 
He was educated at Downside Col- 
lege, near Bath, and at the Uni- 
versity of London, where he matri- 
culated in 1859, and the foEowing 
year passed the first examination 
forthe degree of B.A. He followed 
the profession of a solicitor until 
1878, when he retired from iiractice. 
Being from youth devoted to a 
study of zoology, and more espe- 
cially ornithology, he begnu in 1866 
to publish the results of his observa- 
tions, and since that date he has 
written several works, of which the 
titles and dates are given below, 
as well as numerous papers in the 
“Proceedings” and “ Transac- 
tions ” of scientific societies and in 
journals devoted to natural his- 
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tory. In Jan. 187lj he commenced 
to edit the natural history columns 
of The Field) which he has con- 
tinued to do ever since; and in 
Jan. 1877j he was appointed editor 
of The Zoologist) in which capacity 
he still acts. Elected a EeUow of 
the Zoological Society in 1864, and 
a Fellow of the Linnean Society in 
1868, he has served on the council 
of the latter and on various com- 
mittees of the former society and 
of the British Association for many 
years. He took an active part m 
procuring the passing of the Sea 
Birds Preservation Act, 1869, and 
drafted the Bill for the Protection 
of Wild Fowl, which was passed in 
1872 ; and m 1873 he was exammed 
before a Select Committee of the 
House of Commons, appointed to 
take evidence on this subject with 
a view to further legislation Elected 
an honorary member of several 
county Hatmal History Societies, 
he was in 1882 awarded a first- 
class silver medal of the Societe 
d’Acclimatation de France ''for 
scientific publications,” The titles 
of his works are : — " The Birds of 
Middlesex : a Contribution towards 
the Natural History of the Coun- 
ty,” 1866; "The Ornithology of 
Shakespeare critically examined, 
explained, and illustrated,” 1871 ; 
"A Handbook of British Birds,''’ 
1872; "Our Summer Migrants,” 
1875; a new edition of "White's 
Natural History of Selbome,” 
1875; another edition, with ad- 
ditional " Letters of White ; ” 
"Eambles in Search of Shells,” 
1876 ; " Ostriches and Ostrich 

Fanning,” 1877; "Eodd's Birds 
of Cornwall,” edited with an In- 
troduction, Appendix, and Memoir 
of the Author, 1880 ; " British 
Animals extmot -within Historic 
Times,” 1880 ; " Grlimpses of Bird 
Life,” 1880 ; and " Essays on Sport 
and Natural History,” 1882. 

HAETINOTON (Mabquis of). 
The Eig-ht Hon Spencer Comp- 
ton Cavendish, M P., eldest sur- 
viving son of William, 7th Duke | 


of Devonshire, by Lady Blanche 
Q-eorgina Howard, 4th daughter 
of Q-eorge, 6th Earl of Carlisle, was 
born July 23, 1833, and educated 
at Trinity College, Cambridge, 
where he graduated BA in 1851, 
and was made LL D. in 1862. He 
was attached to Earl Granville’s 
special mission to Eussia in 1856 
In March, 1857, he was returned 
to the House of Commons as one 
of the members for North Lan- 
cashire in the Liberal interest At 
the opening of the new Parliament 
in 1859, he moved a vote of no 
confidence in Lord Derby's Go- 
vernment, and it was carried by 
323 votes against 310. In March, 
1863, he was appointed a Lord of 
the Admualty, and in April in the 
same year Under-Secretary for W ar 
On the reconstruction of Lord Eus- 
selPs second Administration, in Feb 
1866, the Marquis of Hartington 
became Secretary for War, and re- 
tired with his colleagues in July of 
that year. At the general election 
of Dec. 1868, Lord Hartington lost 
his seat for North Lancashire, but 
was immediately afterwards re- 
turned for the Eadnor boroughs, 
having first received the office of 
Postmaster-General in Mr. Glad- 
stone's Cabmet. He held that office 
till Jan 1871, when he succeeded 
Mr. Chichester Fortescue as Chief 
Secretary for Ireland. His lord- 
ship went out of office with his 
party in Feb 1874. When Mr. 
Gladstone, shortly before the as- 
sembling of Parliament in 1875, 
announced his intention of aban- 
doning the post of leader of the 
Liberal party, a meeting of the 
members of the Opposition was 
held at the Eeform Club (Feb. 3), 
under the presidency of Mr John 
Bright. On the motion of Mr. 
YilHers, seconded by Mr. Samuel 
Morley, a resolution was unani- 
mously passed to the effect that 
the Marquis of Hartington should 
be requested to undertake the lea- 
dership of the Liberal party in the 
House of Commons. His lordship 
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accepted this responsible position, 
and became the acknowledged 
leader of the Opposition m the 
Lower House. He received the 
freedom of the city of Glasgow, 
Nov 5, 1877 j and was mstalled as 
Lord Hector of the University of 
Edinburgh, Jan 31, 1879. At the 
general election of April, 1880, he 
was elected M P. for North East 
Lancashire. On the resignation 
of the Conservative G-overnment, 
the Marquis of Hartington was 
sent for by the Queen to form an 
Administration ; but this task, 
havmg been declined by him and 
Earl Granville, eventually de- 
volved on the former leader of the 
Liberal party, Mr. Gladstone, who 
constructed a Cabinet, in which 
the Marquis of Hartington occupied 
a seat, as Secretary of State for 
War, from May, 1880, till Dec 16, 
1882, when he was transferred to 
the War OfS.ce in succession to 
Mr, Childers, who had become 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. 

HARTLEY, Sir Charles Aij- 
GiTSTUs,was born atHeworth,eo.Dur- 
ham,1825,beingsonofW.A Hartley, 
Esq., iron merchant of Darhngton, 
and Newcastle-upon-Tyne, by Lil- 
has, daughter of A. Tod, Esq,, J.P., 
of Borrowstowness, N. B. In 1845, 
after a practical course of instruc- 
tion in mining and railway engi- 
neering at Bishop Auckland and 
Leeds, he was appointed one of 
Messrs. Stevenson, Brassey and 
Mackenzie^’s District Engineers on 
the Scottish Central Railway, and 
held that post till 1848, when he 
was nominated Resident Engineer 
at Sutton Harbour, Plymouth, 
under Mr. J. Locke, M.P. In June, 
1855, on the completion of the 
Sutton Harbour Works, he ac- 
cepted a commission as Captain in 
the Turkish Contingent Engineers, 
and served at Kertch with that 
force until the end of the Crimean 
war, for which he received the 
Turkish war medal. In Dec. 1856, 
he was elected Engineer-in-Chief 
to the European Commission of the 


Danube, on the recommendation 
of Major (now Colonel Sir John) 
Stokes, and General Sn J. Bur- 
goyne In 1861, at the inaugm’a- 
tion of the Jetties at Suhna (by 
means of which the depth of water 
at the mouth of the Danube had 
been increased from 9 feet to l7i 
feet), the merchants of Galatz and 
Ibrada presented him with a silver 
vase, as a souvenir of their lati- 
tude to the European Commission 
of the Danube for the masterly 
execution of the Sulina Works by 
their Engmeer-m-Chiefj Mr C. A. 
Hartley In March, 1861, he in- 
spected the early works of the Suez 
Canal, and reported favourably on 
that scheme to the English Govern- 
ment. In Sept. 1862, he received 
the honour of knighthood In 1867 
he was awarded the Emperor of 
Russia's " Grand Competition 
Prize" of 8,000 silver roubles for 
his plans for enlarging the harbour 
of Odessa In 1872, when the depth 
at Sulina had been mcreased to 
20i feet, and many important river 
improvements had been affected, 
he ceased to reside at Sulina, and 
became Consulting Engineer to 
the Danube Commission, a post he 
still retains. During his residence 
abroad he was also employed by 
the Austrian Government to report 
on various schemes for improving 
the port of Trieste j by the Turkish 
Government, to report on dock 
accommodation at Constantinople ; 
by the Russian Government, to 
survey and report on the mouths of 
the Don; by the British Govern- 
ment, to report on an international 
question of engineering, connected 
with the Scheldt, by the Indian 
Government, to report on the 
Hooghly, and by the Roumanian 
Government, to prepare surveys 
and drawings for a harbour on the 
coast of Bessarabia. In Jan. 1874, 
he was the first engineer to re- 
commend the improvement of the 
South Pass and Mouth of the 
Mississippi in preference to either 
of the other Mouths, In Aug. 1875, 
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he visited the South Pass, as a mem- 
ber of Mr J. B Ead^s Advisory 
Board, and remained m constant 
communication with that distin- 
guished engineer till the summer 
of 1879, when Mr. Eads’s well- 
planned operations to deepen the 
South Pass and Mouth, by means 
of parallel jetties, as at Sulma, 
were crowned with complete suc- 
cess In 1875-77, he acted as Con- 
sulting Engineer to the Cattewater 
Commissioners for the Cattewater 
Breakwater at Plymouth. In May, 
1879, he was appointed a member 
of the Panama Congress, but ab- 
stained from voting m favour of 
M de Lesseps^ Panama-Colon pro- 
ject, as he considered that the 
engmeermg data collected up to 
that time were msufficient to deter- 
mine satisfactorily the best route 
for a ship canal across the Isthmus. 
In Sept 1879, on the nomination of 
the Board of Trade, he acted as um- 
pire in a dispute between the Thames 
Conservancy and the Metropolitan 
Board of Works. In 1881 he pre- 
pared detailed surveys, plans, and 
estimates for the enlargement of 
the harbom’ of Kustendjie, in 
Eoumania- He is the author of 
two papers on The Delta of the 
Danube,” and of Notes on Pubhc 
Works in the United States and 
Canada.” He has been decorated 
with the Orders of the Medjidie and 
the Star of Eoumama, and has re- 
ceived the Stephenson prize, the Tel- 
ford medal, the Watt medal, the 
Telford premium, and the Manby 
premium, from the Institution of 
Civil Engineers. 

HARTMANN, Alfbed, a Swiss 
author, was bom Jan. 1, 1814, at 
Langenthal, in the Canton of 
Berne, and attended from 1827 to 
1831 the schools of Solothurn. After 
the latter date he studied law m 
the universities of Munich, Heidel-" 
berg, and Berlin During a pro- 
longed visit to Paris, however, he 
lost all taste for jurisprudence, and 
devoted himself to literary pursuits 
On returning to his native country | 


he permanently fixed his residence 
at Solothurn, where he formed a 
close friendship, amongst others, 
with the well-known painter, Dis- 
teli, and where (from 181-5) he pub- 
lished a comic periodical called the 
Postheiri. But Hartmann became 
best known through his Helvetic 
romance, Meister Putsch und seine 
Gesellen,” 1858 , and, in the depart- 
ment of biography, by his sketch of 
his friend “ Martin Disteli,” 18G1 ; 

H. J. Von Staal,” 1861 ; "‘^Galerie 
beruhmter Schweitzer ” (Gallery of 
celebrated natives of Switzerland), 
2 vols , 1863-71 , “ Hory, Eanzler- 
Denkwurdigkeiten,” 1876 Among 
his other works may be mentioned 

Kiltabendsgeschichten,” 1853-55 ; 
^ Erzahlungen aus der Schweiz ” 
(Stones of Switzerland), 1863 ; 
^‘■Junker und Burger,” 1865, an 
historical romance of the latter days 
of the old Helvetic Confederation ,

Schweizernovellen,” 1879 , and 
“ Fortunat,” 1879. 

HATTON, John Liptbot, was 
bom in Liverpool about 1815. He 
is almost entirely self-ednoated, 
having only had a few lessons in 
the elements of music Mr Hatton 
came to London at the age of 
twenty, assisted in ‘’‘‘Aois and 
Galatea,” at Drury Lane Theatre, 
in 1843 , and his operetta, “ Queen 
of the Thames,” was produced at 
that theatre in 1844. He visited 
Vienna and brought out an opera, 

Pascal Bruno,” in the same year. 
The English opera "Rose, or. 
Love's Ransom,” was produced at 
Covent Garden in 1864, subse- 
quently he became Musical Direc- 
tor at the Princess's Theatre. 
Mr. Hatton wrote original music 
to " Sardanapalus,” " Pizarro,” 
"Henry VIII.,” "Richard II,” 
"Kmg Lear,” overture and 
entr'actes to " Faust und Mar- 
guerite,'' &c. ,* cantata "Robin 
Hood,” performed at the Bradford 
Musical Festival ; a large number 
of part songs — "When Evening's 
Twilight,” " The Tar's Song,” 
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^^The Bait/^ and a liundi’ed others, 
a dozen or more Anthems ; two full 
Cathedral Services m G and E ; 
some 150 songs, some of which have 
ohtamed much celebrity 
HATTON, Joseph, born at Ando- 
ver, in 1839, is the eldest son of the 
late Mr. Eranois Hatton, a Derby- 
shii’e newspaper proprietor and pub- 
lisher. He commenced his career 
of journalism and authorship at an 
early age, upon his father’s paper, 
the Derbyshire Times, He has edited 
several provincial and London news- 
papers, and was during five years 
the proprietor of Berrow^s Worcester 
Journal At an early age he was a 
constant contributor to London 
Society j Belgravia^ and other maga- 
zmes. He wrote the papers on 
Pits and Pitmen,” in The Gq ayihic. 
In 1865 his fir§t novel, '^Bitter 
Sweets* a Love Story,” appeared 
in three vols., and in the following 
year, Agamst the Stream.” This 
was followed in 1867 by "The 
Tallants of Barton.” In 1868 he 
was appointed editor of the Gentle- 
man’s Magazine^ which in his hands 
entu’ely changed its long-estab- 
hshed character as an- antiquarian 
periodical, and became a shilling 
magazine of general literature. To 
the new series of this periodical 
he contributed a novel entitled 
" Christopher Eenrick,” and many 
miscellaneous papers. After con- 
ducting the magazine for six years, 
he relinquished the editorial chair, 
upon which occasion he was pre- 
sented with a service of plate by the 
leading contributors. He founded 
The School Board Chronicle^ and 
started the first illustrated news- 
paper published in the provmces. 
The Illustrated Midland News His 
principal works are "Pippms and 
Cheese,” " The Yalley of Poppies,” 
2 vols., 1871 ; " In the Lap of For- 
tune,” 3 vols., 1872, "Clyfcie,” 3 
vols., 1874; "The Queen of Bohe- 
mia,” 2 vols., 1877-78 , " Cruel Lon- 
don,” 3 vols., 1878 , " Three Ee- 
cruits,” 3 vols , 1880 , " To-day in 
America,” 2 vols. ; " The New Cey- 


lon,” 1881, "Journalistic London,” 
1SS2, "Newfoundland” (m collabo- 
ration with the Pev. M Harvey, of 
St John’s), 1883, and "A Modern 
Ulysses,” 1883 . In dramatic htera- 
time Mr. Hatton adapted, with the 
late John Oxenford, "Much too 
Clever,” for the G-aiety, Mr. Toole 
playing the leading part. He is 
the author of a di’amatic version 
of his own story of " Clytie,” pro- 
duced at the Olympic with Miss 
Henrietta Hodson for the heroine ; 
a version of " The Scarlet Letter,” 
played in the provinces; and he 
IS the joint author of the suc- 
cessful drama of ^^Liz,” produced 
at the Opera Comique, Miss Eose 
Leclerq sustaining the title rule. 
In 1876 he made a tour through 
the United States and Canada ; 
smce which time he has held the 
responsible position of London 
correspondent of The Times of New 
York, his letters to which jom-nal 
are largely quoted throughout the 
United States. He has frequently 
visited America during the last few 
years Incidental to one of lus tours 
was his reading at the Madison 
Square Theatre, New York, the 
dramatic version of his " Queen of 
Bohemia,” in regard to which the 
American Press cordially endorsed 
the high opinions pronounced upon 
its novelty and dramatic excellence 
by the London 30urnals. In 1881 
Mr. Hatton went to New York to i 
inaugurate a system of daily cables I 
of American news and opinions for I 
The Standard (London), and was 
singularly successful in exploiting 
the Irish question and the electoral 
troubles of the time which led up to 
the assassination of President G-ar- 
field. Present at this exciting 
period of American history, his 
graphic account of the attack on 
the President went the rounds of 
the European press. It was the 
longest dispatch ever sent through 
the Atlantic cable. Mr. Hatton’s 
articles in Harjger’s Magazine have 
proved to be among the most 
attractive contributions to that 
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ioenodical His novel of Clytie ” 
IS frequently reprinted in the 
United States and Canada, -where 

Cruel London and “ To-day in 
America^" are also popular works. 
His pen is engaged in many di- 
rections, and it is a tribute to his 
versatility that his Hew Ceylon,'^ 
compiled from private and public 
papers, has made him, in the estima- 
tion of the Eastern press, an au- 
thority on the history and condition 
of North Borneo. Many readers of 
the somewhat pathetic preface to 
“The New Ceylon,” have only re- 
cently learnt that the young scien- 
tist referred to there, anonymously, 
as one of the pioneers of -this com- 
paratively unknown land was the 
author’s only son. Subsequently 
the young explorer was killed while 
elephant shooting durmg the expe- 
dition which was to have been his 
last prior to his return home 
While -fche G-overnor of Sabah speaks 
officially of Mr. Erank Hatton's 
courage, tact, and skill as an ex- 
plorer, Dr. Frankland (at the 
Chemical Society of London) , quoted 
by Dr. J. H. Gilbert in the Journal 
of the Chemical Society ^ says, “the 
untimely death of such an accurate, 
acute, and trained observer is a 
serious loss to science.” The Qm- 
iui y Magazine, which was to have 
received some contributions from 
Frank Hatton at the close of 
his Bornean explorations, will 
be the medium of a brief bio- 
graphical sketch, by his father, 
preHminary to a volume on his life 
and work. This affectionate and 
interesting tribute to the memory 
of one who has been justly recorded 
in the daily press as “one of the 
most remarkable young men of 
these days,” -mil probably be pub- 
lished during the season of 1884-5. 

HATTON, Joshua (better known 
under the pseudonym of “ Guy 
Eoslyn ”), was born at Chesterfield 
June 8, 1850, and is the youngest 
son of the late Mr. F. A. Hatton. 
On account of the death of his , 
father he finished his schooling at i 


the age of about twelve, with i 
very imperfect idea of reading anc 
writing. After working for fou' 
years in the Lincolnshire Chroniclt 
office as a compositor, he became i 
reporter, and served on severa 
daily and weekly provincial news 
papers. His first book, “ Daphnit 
the Unfaithful” (1870), was wel 
received Having written a nove 
for Once a Week, he contributed t 
poem to Lark Blue, and then fo 
some years became a constant con 
tributor to various magazines. Hi; 
lyrics have been widely quoted 
At the age of twenty-three h( 
became the editor of the Westen 
Daily Mercury. When he hac 
occupied this position for litth 
more than a year, he was appointee 
leader writer on the ShefUeld Inde 
pendent. In 1879 he became editoi 
of Colbum^s New Monthly. In 188C 
his poems were published complete 
in one volume. 

HAUSSMAN, Babon GEORaEt 
Eugene, administrator and sena 
tor, born at Pans, March 27, 1809 
was educated at the Conservatoire 
de Musique, studied with a notary 
and became an advocate. Aftei 
the revolution of 1830 he was suc- 
cessively sous-prefet of Nerac, Saint- 
Girons, and Blaye, and under the 
Presidency of Louis Napoleon, was 
Prefect of Yar, the Yonne, and 
Gironde. The President, appre- 
ciating his administrative talents, 
appointed him Pr^fet of the Seine, 
in succession to M. Berger, June 23, 
1853. Under his active direction 
and enterprising spirit, works were 
executed in Paris of such a nature 
as to almost render it a new city. 
Amongst these may be mentioned 
the improvement of the Bois de 
Boulogne, the prolongation of the 
Hue de Eivoli, the construction of 
the Boulevard de Sebastopol, and 
of more than twenty boulevards in 
the old parts of Paris, various 
public gardens, squares, barracks, 
the Halles Centrales, the new Pre- 
''ectures of Polioe, more than a 
dozen bridges, the rebuilding of 
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various niairies, in addition to 
numerous hospitals, asylums (espe- 
cially the H6tel Dieu), and many 
other public works After several 
loans had been contracted for the 
purpose of carrying out these im- 
provements the municipality of 
Pans, acting under the powers 
conferred upon them by special 
laws, raised a further sum of 

250.000. 000 francs in 1865^ and 

260.000. 000 francs more in 1869. 
Meanwhile the financial adminis- 
tration of M. Haussmann had given 
rise to the most animated discus- 
sions m the Corps L%islatif and 
in the columns of the press, it being 
alleged that the Prefect hadraised^ 
by means of bonds, hundreds of 
millions of francs over and above 
the large amount he was legally 
authorised to expend in the con- 
struction of pubhc works. Even- 
tually M Haussmann requested 
the Emperor to place the budget 
of the city under the control of 
the Corps L6gislatif, and accord- 
ingly the exammation of his 
accounts became the principal 
business of the session that com- 
menced early in 1869, the result 
being that authority was given for 
a new loan of 260,000,000 francs, 
which was eagerly subscribed by 
the public. On the formation of a 
parliamentary cabinet by M. Emile 
Ollivier, he was asked to tender 
his resignation of the ojEce of Pre- 
fect of the Seine, and on his refusal 
to do so he was '' relieved of his 
duties ” by an imperial decree, dated 
Jan. 5, 1870. M. Haussmann was 
promoted to the rank of Grand 
Officer of the Legion of Honour, 
June 17, 1856, and Grand Cross, 
Sept. 8, 1862. In Aug., 1857, he 
was created a Senator, and, in 1867 ♦ 
elected a member of the Academy 
of Fine Arts. He was likewise a 
member of the Imperial Council of 
Public Instruction. After the fall 
of the Empire Baron Haussmann 
prudently quitted France for a 
time. On hffe return he was ap- 
pointed (Sept. 3, 1871) director of 


the Credit Mobilier, and in this 
capacity he did much to restore the 
influence and improve the situation 
of that financial institution. At 
the election of Oct., 1877, he was 
returned to the Chamber of Depu- 
ties by the arrondissement of 
Ajaccio in Corsica, his candidature 
having received the official appro- 
bation of the Government. He 
polled 8,066 votes agamst 4,421 
given for his opponent. Prince 
hfapoleon. In the Chamber he 
occasionally took part in the dis- 
cussion of financial projects and 
questions relatmg to public works, 
and had several times, in reference 
to this latter class of subjects, to 
defend his administration. In J une, 
1879, the municipal council of 
Paris, after a debate on the names 
of streets, included the Boulevard 
Haussmann among the public 
thoroughfares which were to have 
their names changed; but on the 
recommendation of the new Prefect 
of the Seine (M. F. Eerold) the 
name of his predecessor was 
retained. 

HADSSOHYILLE (Comte d’), 
Joseph Othenin Beenasi) de 
CiiBEON, a French pohtician and 
Member of the Academy, born at 
Pans, May 27, 1809, is the son of a 
peer of Prance, who died in 1846. 
Entering the diplomatic service, he 
acted as Secretary of Embassy at 
Brussels, Turin, and Naples Sub- 
sequently he took an active part 
in the proceedings of the French 
Chamber, to which he was returned 
in 1842, and agam in 1846, as Deputy 
for Provins. After the revolution 
of February he retired from public 
life. On April 29, 1869, he was 
elected to the stall in the Academy, 
vacant by the death of M. Yiennet. 
The Comte d^Haussonville is the 
author of '^Histoire dela Politique 
Exterieure du Gouvernement Pran- 
9ais de 1830 1 1848,” 2 vols., 1850 ; 
"^Histoire de la Eeunion de la 
Lorraine ^ la France,” 4 vols., 
1854-59, 2nd edit 1860 ; ""L'Eglise 
Romaine et le Premier Empire,” 
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4- vols j 1S68-70 j and Sainte- 
Beuve,^'’ 1876. He lias also writteii 
a number of political pamphlets 
and articles in the Kevue des Deux 
ISIondes. The Comte cVHaussonville 
married the grand-daughter of 
Madame de Stael and sister of the 
Duke de Broglie. (She died in 
April, 1882 ) 

HAVET, Eenest Axtoxtste 
Etr&ENEj born at Pans, April 11, 
1813, ivas, after brilliant studies, 
admitted, at the same time, into 
both the literary and the scientific 
sections of the Normal School He 
chose the section of literature, and 
became a graduate in the higher 
classes. At first he was professor 
of rhetoric in the college of Hijon, 
but being shortly afterwards called 
to^ Pans, he was entrusted, in 1840, 
with the lecture on Greek litera- 
ture in the Normal School, and, in 
the following year, with the lecture 
on Prench literature. After having 
occupied, as deputy of Yictor le 
Clerc, the chair of Latin Eloquence 
at the Sorbonne, he became, in 
1855, the regular professor of the 
same subject in the College de 
Prance. He was also appomted 
Professor of Literature at the Poly- 
technic School Professor Havet 
was decorated with the Legion of 
Honour and promoted to the rank 
of Officer, Aug' 4, 1875, and he was 
nommated a member of the council 
of the Order in May, 1879. On 
Feb 1, 1880, he was, by 24 votes 
against 6 given for M. de Pressense, 
elected the successor of M. Peybaud 
in the Academy of Moral and Poli- 
tical Sciences. His works include 
two " theses composed on the 
occasion of his taking the degree 
of doctor—'^' De la Phetorique 
d^Aristote and De Homerieornm 
poematum origine et umta/be/^ 
1S43 j Pascal a-t-il imite Bos- 
suet P 1848-57 \ a pamphlet which 
caused a great sensation, entitled 
JT esus dans Thistoire," published 
m 1863, soon after the appearance 
of M. Penan^s ‘‘^Yie de Jesus;" 
Le Christianisme et ses origxnes,^^ , 


vols- i. — 111 , 1872-9 , and Mc- 
moires sur la date des Ecnis <pii 
portent les noms do Bcroso ot de 
Manethon " 

HAWEIS, The Pev. Hu oh 
Eeginald, M.A., was born at 
Egham, Surrey, April 3, 1838, being 
the son of the Pev. J 0. W Haweis, 
M.A , rector of Slaughan, Sussex, 
and Mary Davis Haweis. He re- 
ceived Ills education at Trinity 
College, Cambridge. (B.A 1859 , 
M.A. 1864) He was first apiiointed 
curate to the Pev. John Packer, 
incumbent of St. Peter's, Bethnal 
Green, and next in 18G3, appointed 
curate to the Pev. G Dickson, in- 
cumbent of St. Janies-the-Less, 
Westminster. ^ In 1867 he married 
Miss Joy, daughter of Mr. Joy, the 
well-known artist. In 1866 Mr. 
Haweis was appointed incumbent of 
St. James's, Marylebone, a living 
in the gift of the First Commis- 
sioner of Works-then the Bight 
Hon. W. F. Cowper-Temple, M P. 
He has for twelve years occupied 
the pulpit of St. James's, West- 
moreland Street. On several occa- 
sions he has opened St. James's 
Hall, Pegent Street, for special 
services on Sunday mornings, and 
he has been appointed a special 
preacher by the Dean of Westmin- 
ster at a course of Services for the 
People at W estminster Abbey. Mr 
Haweis took great interest in the 
Italian revolution under Garibaldi, 
and was present at the siege of 
Capua, where he had several nar- 
row escapes. He aftei wards pub- 
lished in the gosy an account of 
these events and a memoir of Gari- 
baldi, who subsequently wrote, at 
his request, other memoirs of his 
life for CasselVs Magazine. On 
Garibaldi's death he opened a loan 
collection of interesting Garibaldi 
and Mazzini relics, which was 
visited by 6000 persons in the 
Vestry of St. James, Marylebone, 
and afterwards transferred to the 
Alexandra Palace. Mr. Haweis' 
annual Sunday Evenings for the 
>ple have become a London

institution — orchestral musiCj ora- 
torio performancosj and exhibitions 
of sacred paintinog^ are made to 
form portions of the ordinary 
church services, which are invaii- 
ably thronged, and begin with the 
first Sunday in the year. Mi\ 
Haweis has also been an indefatig- 
able advocate of the Sunday open- 
ing of Museums. He has been a 
frequent lecturer at the Eoyal In- 
stitution, where he recently de- 
livered a series on the American 
Humorists, which he repeated at 
the London Institution. He was 
one of the first to advocate and 
establish the Penny Headings for 
the People, since grown jiopular 
thi'oughout the country, and he also 
takes the heartiest interest in the 
progress of musical art, of which 
he has been an ardent votary from 
his earliest youth, having been 
in earlier days a gTeat violin player 
He IS considered an authority on 
violins ” and " bells,^^ on both of 
which he has lectured at the Eoyal 
Institution. In Mr Haweis 
was gazetted acting chaplain to the 
20th Middlesex Eifle Volunteers 
He IS a volununous contributor to 
the periodical press, includmg the 
Quarterly Review ^ the Qontemj^o'iary 
Review, and Good Words; he was 
appointed editor of CasselVs Maga- 
zine in ISGS , and he was on the 
original staff of the Echo, for lead- 
ing articles and musical criticism 
He is the author of Music and 
Morals,” " Thoughts for the Times,” 
''' Speech in Season,” Current 
Coin,” Arrows in the Air,” " Pet,” 
a book for children, "Ashes to 
Ashes,” a cremation prelude , 
"American Humorists” (1883), the 
hymn " Homeland ; ” and " IJnsec- 
tarian Pamily Prayers.” 

HAWEIS, Mrs. Mary E., is 
the daughter of Mr. T. M Joy, 
the well-known portrait and his- 
torical painter. Her mother was 
n4e Sprat, great granddaughter of 
Dr. Sprat, Bishop of Eochester. 
She is a careful and original anti- 
quarian student, and her works. 


Chaucer for Schools,” and " Chau- 
cer for Children,” as well as her 
books on art have had a laige cir- 
culation Among Mrs Haweis's 
best known writings are " The Art 
of Beauty,” "The Art of Dress,” 
"The Art of Decoration,” and 
"Beautiful Houses.” At the age 
of sixteen, Mrs. Haweis as Miss 
Joy, exhibited her first oil paintmg 
in the Eoyal Academy, and sub- 
sequently was an exhibitor at the 
Dudley Gallery In addition to 
illustrating her own books, she has 
embelhshed several of her hus- 
band^s publications with wood-cuts 
and covers; and has drawn for 
many periodicals. 

HAWKINS, Benjamin Water- 
house, E.G.S., born in Devonshire 
Street, London, Feb. 8, 1807, was 
educated at St Aloysius College. 
His earliest attempts in art were 
made under the instruction of the 
late W. Behnes, the celebrated 
sculptor. Mr. Hawkins has devoted 
himself to the study of natural his- 
tory since 1827, and to that of 
geology since 1852. In 1842 he was 
mvited by the late Earl of Derby to 
reside at Knowsley, to make studies 
from the living animals, and was 
occupied m this manner until the 
end of 1847 During these five years 
and a half he obtained that facility 
for sketching the animal form which 
constitutes the attractive feature 
of his popular lectures on Geology 
and Zoology, so well known at the 
Crystal P^ace, and various scien- 
tific and literary institutes m Eng- 
land and Scotland. He was as- 
sistant-superintendent at the Great 
Exhibition of 1851 , m 1852 was 
appointed by the Crystal Palace 
Company to restore the external 
forms of the extinct animals to 
their natural gigantic size, and de- 
voted three years and a half to the 
construction of the thirty-three life- 
size models in the Crystal Palace 
Park, many of them bemg of co- 
lossal proportions. In one of these 
(the Iguanodon) he carried out, 
Dec. 30, 1853, his idea of giving a 
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dinner to Professor Owen^ Professor 
Porbes, and twenty scientific and 
literary gentlemen He was elected 
a Fellow of the Lmnsean Society 
m 1847, of the Greological Society 
in 1854, and a member of the 
Society of Arts in 1846. In Feb 
1868, he went to New York, and 
‘ lectm'ed on scientific subjects to 
large audiences in the great hall of 
the Cooper Union Soon after- 
wards he was engaged at a salary 
of 5000 dollars per annum, to de- 
vote eight months of his time in 
each year to making models of 
extinct animals m the Central 
Park, New York, and delivering 
lectures. Mr. Hawkins is the author 
of Popular Comparative Ana- 
tomy,^" published m 1840 j of “ Ele- 
ments of Form,” in 1842 j of 
Comparative View of the Human 
and Animal Frame,^' in 1860 ; and 
in conjunction with Professor Hux- 
ley, of an "Atlas of Elementary 
Anatomy/" in 1863, and of "Artistic 
Anatomy of the Horse, Cattle, and 
Shee p for A rt Students."" 

HAWKINS, CmsAs. Hbnrt, third 
son of the late Eev Edward Haw- 
kins, and grandson of Sir Caesar 
Hawkins, 1st baronet, some time 
Serjeant-Surgeon to George II. and 
III , was born towards the close of 
the last century. After having 
been for a few years Lecturer on 
Anatomy at the school in Great 
Windmill Street, he was in 1829 
elected Surgeon to St. George"s 
Hospital, where he lectured on 
surgery. He resigned in 1861, was 
appointed Consulting Surgeon to 
St. George's Hospital, of which he 
is a Trustee, was for some years an 
Examiner in Surgery at the Uni- 
versity of London, and a member of 
the Court of Examiners of theJ^yal 
College of Surgeons, of which he 
has t^ce been President. In 1849 
he was chosen to dehver the Hun- 
terian Oration at the College of 
Surgeons, when the late Prince 
Albert honoured the College with 
^s presence. Mi\ Hawkins has 
held several other professional ap- 


pointments, such as President of 
the Eoyal Medical and Chirurgical, 
and Pathological Societies ; and on 
the death of Sir B Brodie was ap- 
pointed Serjeant-Surgeon to Her 
Majesty He is the author of " Lec- 
tures on Tumours,"" and other sub- 
jects in the Medical Times and 
Gazette^ and has been a frequent 
contributor to the Lancet, and the 
"Medical and Chirurgical Trans- 
actions "" 

HAWKINS, Frederick W., only 
son of the late William Hamilton 
Hawkins, of The Times, was born in 
London in 1849 After receiving a 
liberal education he was taken on 
the literary staff of that journal. 
In 1869, at the age of nineteen, he 
brought out a biography, in 2 vols., 
of Edmund Kean, which met with 
considerable success He acted as 
dramatic critic of The Times during 
the last illness of Mr. John Oxen- 
ford. Mr Hawkins was formerly 
one of the proprietors of The Theatre, 
This was commenced in January, 
1877, as a weekly newspaper, but 
in Aug. 1878, it appeared in the 
form of a first-class illustrated 
monthly magazine and review, de- 
voted to subjects connected with 
the stage. In Dec. 1879, The Theatre 
was sold by its original proprietors 
to Mr. Clement Scott. 

HAWKINS, The Hon Sir 
Henry, son of John Hawkins, Esq., 
of Hitchin, Herts, by Susannah, 
daughter of Theed Pearse, Esq., of 
Bedford, was bom at Hitchin, in 
1816, and educated at Bedford 
School. Adopting the law as his 
profession, he entered the Middle 
Temple, and was a very diligent 
Special Pleader before his call to 
the bar in 1843 at the Middle Tem- 
ple. After a year or two he rapidly 
rose into a very large practice as a 
junior. He attached himself to the 
Home circuit, and after he obtained 
his silk gown, in 1858, he was for 
many years one of its leaders. He 
also became a Bencher of the Mid- 
dle Temple. As a junior, Mr. 
Hawkins was one of the counsel 
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(with Serjeant Byles) for Sir John 
Bean Paulj m 1855 ; and (with 
Mr. Edwin James) for Simon Ber- 
nard^ who was tried as accessory to 
the conspiracy against the life of 
the Emperor ]S‘apoleonj in 1858. 
After he became a Queen's Counsel 
he was engaged in nearly every im- 
portant case that came before the 
Superior Courts He was associated 
with the late Lord Chief Justice 
Bovill in the great Eoupell cases 
against the claims advanced upon 
the evidence of Mr. Eoupell. In 
the famous convent case^ “ Saurin 
V StaTj” tried in 1869^ Mr. Hawkins 
led for the defences and he was 
leading counsel for Mr. W. H. Smith, 
whose seat for Westminster he suc- 
cessfully defended before Mr. Baron 
Martin. He was associated with 
the present Lord Coleridge in the 
first Tichborne trial, when he par- 
ticularly distinguished himself by 
his exhaustive cross-examination 
of Mr. Baigent In the prosecu- 
tion of the Claimant for perjury, 
Mr. Hawkins led for the Crown, 
and the skill he displayed in this 
trial — ^the most protracted and the 
most remarkable in the annals of 
jurisprudence — greatly increased 
his reputation as an advocate. In 
the Probate Court Mr. Hawkins led 
the case in support of the will of 
the late Lord St. Leonards, which 
he established both before the 
Judge Ordinary and the Court of 
Appeal. The G-ladstone and the 
Von Reable cases were among his 
victories in the Bivorce Court. Mr. 
Hawkins was counsel in numerous 
election petitions ; was engaged for 
many years in every important 
compensation case; acted for the 
Crown in the pm^chase of lands for 
the National Befences, and for the 
Eoyal Commissioners in the pur- 
chase of the site for the new Law 
Courts ; and was Standing Counsel 
for, and held the general retainer 
of, the Jockey Club. He was ap- 
pointed a Judge of the High Court 
of Justice (Queen's Bench Bivision) 
Nov. 3, 1876, and transferred to 


the Exchequer division, when he 
received the honour of knight- 
hood. 

HAWKSHAW, Sir John,E.E.S., 
E.Q-.S., son of the late Mr. Henry 
Hawkshaw, of Leeds, by Sarah, 
daughter of Mr. Carrington, of 
Hampsthwaite, Yorkshire, was bom 
at Leeds in 1811, and received bis 
education in the grammar school 
of that town. He was, on leaving 
school, placed as a pupil with Mr. 
Charles Fowler, who was at that 
time chiefly engaged in the con- 
struction of turnpike roads m the 
West Eidmg of Yorkshire; and 
subsequently he became an assist- 
ant to the celebrated engineer Mr. 
Alexander Nimmo, who was con- 
structing several important works 
for the Government in Ireland. In 
1831 Mr. Nimmo died, and, at the 
early age of 20, Mr. Hawkshaw was 
engaged to undertake the manage- 
ment of the Bolivar Copper Mines 
in South America. He returned to 
England in 1834-. He now became 
engmeer to the Manchester and 
Bolton Canal and Eailway. After- 
wards he was engineer to the Lan- 
cashire and Yorkshire Eailway 
(nearly the whole of which he con- 
structed) and to several railways in 
the NoHh and in other parts of 
England. Mr. Hawkshaw was nomi- 
nated one of the Metropolitan Com- 
missioners of Sewers, when that 
body was formed by the Crown, 
and in 1860 he was appointed Eoyal 
Commissioner to decide between 
rival schemes for the water supply 
to the city of Bubhn. On the fail- 
ure of the great sluice at St. Ger- 
mains, in Norfolk, in 1862, he was 
requested by the Commissioners of 
the Middle Level to take measures 
to stop the inundations and to 
remedy the evil caused by that 
disaster, which he did successfully, 
and there for the first time he sub- 
stituted large syphons for the fallen 
sluice. In the following year, on a 
vacancy occurring in the represen- 
tation of Andover, he became a 
candidate for that borough, but 
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vvas unsuccessful, and lie lias never 
since then endeavoured to enter 
Parliament. He was President of 
the Institution of Civil Engineers 
in 1862-63. In 1870 he proposed 
the famous scheme for a submarine 
tunnel between Calais and Dover, 
the bormgs for which have been 
recently commenced. In 1873 he 
received the honom' of imighthood 
He was President of the British 
Association at the Bristol Meeting 
in 1875 The following are some of 
Sir John Hawkshaw’s great engi- 
neering works : — the Eiga and Duna- 
berg and the Dunaberg and Witepsk 
Eailways in Eussia, the Penarth 
Harbour and Dock in Cardiff Eoads, 
the Londonderry Bridge in Ireland, 
the Charmg Cross and Cannon 
Street line, with the two massive 
Bridges over the Thames, the East 
London Eailway, the Government 
Eailways in Mauritius, the Albert 
Dock at Hull, the South Dock of 
the East and West India Dock 
Company, the foundation of the 
new forts at Spithead, and the 
Great Ship Canal from imsterdam 
to the Hoidih Sea. Sir John has 
written pamphlets on minmg and 
engineering subjects i papers read 
before the Geological Societies of 
London and Manchester j and "Ee- 
miniseences of South America j 
from Two-and-a-half Tears' Eesi- 
dence in Venezuela " (1838). 

HAWLEY, Joseph Eoswell, 
journalist and politician, was born 
in Stewartsville, Eichmond County, 
North Carolina, October 31, 1826 
A.B. (Hamilton CoU ), 1847. His 
liarents were originally from Con- 
necticut, and when he was eleven 
years old they returned to that state, 
where he studied law and began to 
practice in Hartford (1850), but 
abandoned law in 1857 for journal- 
ism, connectiug himself with the 
Evening Press^ a newly established 
Eepublican paper. When the civil 
war broke out he was the &st citi- 
zen of his State to volunteer, and 
was appointed Lieutenant and after- 
wards Captain in the 1st Conn. | 


Inf., serving with his company at 
the battle of Bull Eun. In Sep- 
tember, 1861, he was made Lieut - 
Colonel of the 7th Conn. Inf., com- 
manding the regiment after the 
promotion of Col Terry. He re- 
ceived his commission as Brigadier- 
General in 1864, and was placed in 
command of the 2nd Brigade of 
Gen Terry's Division of the 10th 
Corps, becoming afterwai’ds the 
Chief of Staff of Gen. Terry in 
Vuginia, and was bre vetted Mapr- 
General in September, 1865 He 
was Governor of Connecticut in 
1866-7; President of the Eepub- 
hcan National Convention at Chi- 
cago in 1868, when Gen Grant was 
nominated for the Presidency , was 
Member of Congress in 1873-7, and 
in 1879-81 ; President of the Cen- 
tennial Commission in 1876 ; and 
since 1881 has been D.S. Senator 
from Connecticut He is the owner 
and editor of the Hartford Qoumnt 
with which the Press was consoli- 
dated in 1867. 

HAWTHOENE, Julian, son of 
the emment novehst, Nathaniel 
Hawthorne, born at Boston, Massa- 
chusetts, June 22, 1846. He was 
prepared for college at Concord, 
Massachusetts, and entered Harvard 
in 1863, where he remained until 
his father's death in May, 1864. 
He subsequently returned to Cam- 
bridge, and remained there until 
his class graduated m 1867, but he 
took no degree. He then entered 
the Scientific School to study civil 
engineering, but left it at the end 
of a year to go to Germany, in Oct , 
1868. He spent two years at a real- 
sehule in Dresden, still studying 
engmeering. In the summer of 
1870 he visited the United States, 
intending to resume his studios at 
Dresden in the autumn, but the 
Franco-German war mterfercd with 
his plans, and he 30 ined the staff* of 
hydrographic engmeers in the Now 
York Dock Department under Gen, 
McClellan, to which he remained 
attached until the summer of 1872 
During 1871 he contrilmted a num- 
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ber of short stories and pieces to 
the American magazmeSj and they , 
met with so much success that he 
determined to give up engineering 
for literature He sailed for Europe 
in 1872j and after a short stay in 
England proceeded to Dresden, 
where he remained two years, 
during which time he published m 
England and America his first two 
novels Bressant,” 1873, and 
^adolatry,^^ 1874. In Sept. 1874, 
he left Dresden and settled at 
Twickenham, where, in 1875, he 
published in the Gontempomry Re- 
view, and afterwards in book-form 
in England and America, “Saxon 
Studies In the same year his ' 
novel of “ Garth began its serial 
course m Haoper^s, appearmg as a 
book in 1877. From 1875 until 
Oct., 1881, he remained in or near 
London, with the exceiition of a 
visit of a few months to France, 
writing and publishing “ The 
Laughing MiU,'^ a collection of 
shoiS stories previously contributed 
to English magazines ; “ Archibald 
Malmaison,’^ a novelette; “Ellice 
Quentin,” another collection of 
short pieces ; “ Prince Saroni's 
Wife,” also a collection of tales ; and 
“ Yellop-Cap,” fairy stories, none 
of which have appeared in America. 
His last completed novel, “ Sebas- 
tian Strome,” appeared both in 
England and America in 1880. Two 
other novels of Mr. Hawthorne are 
now appearmg serially, “ Fortune’s 
Fool,” in Macmillan’s, and ^^Dust,” 
in the Gentleman’s Magazine, and in 
the American Our Continent. In 
the autumn of 1881 Mr. Hawthorne 
went to the south of Ireland, where 
he lived for three months near 
Cork, and in March, 1882, went to 
the ijnited States, and is now re- 
siding m Hew York. He has re- 
cently edited a posthumous romance 
of his father’s, “ Doctor Grim- 
shawe’s Secret,” and is now engaged 
in preparing a biography of him 
which win be published durmg 
1883. While in England he wrote 
considerably for the periodicals, and 


for two years was connected wibh 
the staff of the Spectator. 

HAY, The Biuht Hon. Sie John 
Chaeles Dalrtmple, Bart., M.P., 
C B., F.H.S., a rear-admiral, Vice- 
President of the Institution of 
Haval Architects, eldest son of the 
late Sir James Dahymple Hay, 
Bart., of Dunragit, Wi^onshire, 
by liis first wife, ElizabeDi, daugh- 
ter of Lieut. -Gen. Sir John Heron 
Maxwell, of Sx>rmgkell, Dumfries- 
shire, was born Feb. 11, 1821, and 
educated at Eugby Entering the 
navy at an early age, he served as 
a midshipman dm'ing the opera- 
tions on the Syrian ^coast in 1841, 
inclutUng the' mege of Acre, where 
he distmgTiislved himself in com- 
mand of a boat, and as fiag-heu- 
tenant of Sm Thomas Cochrane, 
took a distinguished pait in the 
operations on the coast of Borneo 
in 184G He commanded the Colum- 
hine as senior officer at the destruc- 
tion of some pirate vessels in China, 
m 1849, for which service he was 
promoted, and received a service of 
plate fiom the merchants of China 
He commanded H.M.S. Eannihal in 
the Black and Mediterranean Seas 
during the Eussian war of 1854-6, 
and took part in the capture of 
Kertch and Kinburn, and in the 
bombardment and fall of Sebasto- 
pol. He commanded the Indus in 
North America and the West Indies 
from 1857 till 1859, was one of the 
Greenwich Hospital Commission in 
1860-1, and Chairman of the Iron 
Plate Committee from 1861 tiU 
1864. He succeeded his father as 
third baronet, March 19, 1861, was 
elected in 1862 for Wakefield in the 
Conservative interest, lost his seat 
at the general election m July, 1865, 
was defeated at Tamworth the same 
year, and elected in May, 1866, for 
Stamford, which constituency he 
represented till the general election 
of April, 1880, when he was an un- 
successful candidate, but in July of 
that year he was returned for the 
Wigtown burghs, pollmg 636 votes 
against 620 recorded in favour of 
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his Liberal opponent Mr McMick- 
ing. He was made a rear-admiraL 
and be was placed on the retired 
list of that rank in April, 1870 Sir 
John, who was a Lord of the Admi- 
ralty from June, 1866, to Dec , 1868, 
has received three war medals and 
the Medjidie 4th class. Sir John 
is the author of ''The Flag List and 
its Prospects "Our Naval De- 
fences "TheEewardof Loyalty,” 
being suggestions in reference to 
our American colonies, 1862 5 a 
" Memorandum on his compulsory 
retirement from the British Navy,” 

1870, " Eemarks on the Loss of 
the Captain” 1871 ; "Ashanti and 
the Q-old Coast, and what we know 
of it 5 a Sketch,” 1874. Sir John 
msirried, m 1847, the Hon . Eliza 
Napier, third daughter of William 
John, eighth Lord Napier. 

HAY, George, B S.A., was born 
at Leitti Walk, Edinburgh, and 
educated at the High Schools of 
Leith and Edinburgh. He was 
elected an Associate of the Eoyal 
Scottish Academy in 1869 ; an 
Academician in 1876 5 and was 
unanimously elected to the Secre- 
taryship of the Academy, Nov. 9, 
1881, in the place of the late 
William Brodie, F.S.A. At an early 
age he showed indications of his 
future career as an artist. He 
studied modelling in the School of 
Art, and drawing and painting 
from the antique in the Board of 
Trustees' Gallery of Casts. At the 
age of 17 he was induced to enter 
the architectural profession,* but 
after several years engagement in 
this walk of art, he abandoned it 
for the more congenial one of the 
painter.

HAY, John, journalist, author, 
and politician, born at Salem, 
Indiana, Oct. 8 1839. A.B. (Brown 
University), 1858. He was ad- 
mitted to the bar in Springfield, 
niinois, in 1861, but almost imme- 
diately went to Washington as 
Assistant Secretary to President 
Lincoln, and subsequently was his 
Adjutant and Aide-de-Camp. Dur- 
ing the civil war he served for a 
time under Generals Hunter and 
GiUmore, attaining the rank of 
Colonel and Assistant Adjutant- 
General. Prom 1865 to 1867 he 
was Secretary of Legation at Paris, 
and from that time to 1868 was 
Charg4 d' Affaires at Vienna He 
was appointed Secretary of Lega- 
tion at Madrid in 1869, where he 
remained until 1870, when he re- 
turned to the United States, and 
accepted a position upon the edi- 
torial staff of the New YorJc Tribune, 
This he resigned in 1876, upon his 
removal to Cleveland, Ohio, but has 
continued to occasionally contribute 
to its columns to the present time 
During the absence of the editor, 
Mr. WhitelawBeid, in Europe, from 
April to November, 1881, Colonel 
Hay returned to New York to take 
entire editorial charge of the 
Tribune. From 1879 to 1881 he 
was Assistant Secretary of State. 
While on the Tribune he obtamed 
considerable celebrity by Ms dia- 
lect poems of "Jim Bludsoe,” 
" Little Breeches,” <fcc., wMch were 
afterwards published in book-form 
under the title of "Pike County 
Ballads,” 1871. In the same year 
he also issued " Castilian Days,” a 
series of sketches of Spanish life 
and character. 

HAYDEN, Ferdinand Yande- 
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vEEBj M.D., born at Westfield, 
Massacbusetts, Sept. 7, 1829. He 
graduated at the Albany Medical 
School m 1853, and soon after 
explored the ^^Bad Lands,” in 
Dakotah Territory, -where he dis- 
covered a remarkable deposit of ex- 
tinct animals, and made a large 
and valuable collection of fossil 
vertebrates. In the spring of 1854, 
he ascended the Missouri river 
almost to its source, returning in 
1856 with another large collection of 
fossils, and was appointed G-eologist 
on the staff of Lieut Warren, who 
was engaged in making a reconnais- 
sance of the North-west. In 1861 he 
entered the army as a medical officer, 
remaining in the field till the close 
of the war. In 1865 he was appointed 
Professor of G-eology and Mineralogy 
in the University of Pennsylvania. 
In 1866 he made another expedition 
to the Upper Missouri, in behalf 
of the Philadelphia Academy of 
Sciences, making numerous collec- 
tions of fossils. In 1867 the United 
States Geological and Geographical 
Survey of the Territories was com- 
menced under his charge, for which 
Congress had made appropriations, 
increasing each successive year. In 
1872 he resigned his professorship in 
order to devote himself exclusively 
to the survey. During the last 
twenty-five years his scientific ex- 
plorations have extended over a 
great part of the States of Kansas, 
Nebraska, and Colorado, and the ter- 
ritories of Dakotah, Montana, Idaho, 
Utah, and New Mexico. The reports 
of his surveys are among the most 
valuable of the Government publi- 
cations. 

HAYE S, Rtjthebfobd Bibchabd, 
LL.D., nineteenth President of the 
United States, born at Delaware, 
Ohio, Oct. 14, 1822. A B. (Kenyon 
College), 1842. His parents emi- 
grated from New England? and 
his father dying, he was adop-bed by 
a maternal uncle, from whom he 
ultimately received a considerable 
fortune. He was admitted to the 
bar at Marietta, Ohio, in 1845, and 


entered upon practice first at 
Premont, Ohio, and subsequently 
at Cincinnati. The civil -v^’-ar hav- 
ing broken out, he was in June, 
1861, made major of a regiment of 
Ohio volunteers . His regiment was 
ordered to service in Western 
Ymginia, was subsequently joined 
to the army of the Potomac under 
General McClellan, and took paii} 
in the operations pertaining to the 
Confederate invasion of Maryland, 
in Sept., 1862. At the engagemen-fc 
of South Mountain, just before the 
battle of Antietam, Major Hayes 
was severely wounded. Having 
recovered from his wound, he was 
in Nov., 1862, made Colonel of his 
regiment, which was subsequently 
on duty in Ohio and elsewhere. He 
was later made Brigadier-General, 
and afterwards Major-General of 
volunteers. In June, 1865, he 
resigned his commission, ha-ving 
been elected a Representative in 
Congress from Ohio, taking his seat 
in December, 1865. He was re- 
elected for the following term, but 
resigned in 1867, having been 
elected Governor of Ohio, to which 
office he was re-elected in 1869, and 
again in 1875. His repeated success 
in Ohio induced the Republican 
National Convention in 1876 to 
nom i nate him for the presidency as 
a compromise candidate between 
Mr. Blaine on the one hand and 
Mr. Conkling on the other. When 
the election had taken place, it 
seemed certain that, of the 369 
electoral votes, 184 would be cast 
for Mr. Tilden, the Democratic 
candidate, being one less than a 
majority ; 172 were equally sure for 
Mr. Hayes ; but there werethmteen 
electors, in respect to whose elec- 
tion there were grave questions in 
dispute. Of these, eight were from 
Louisiana, four from Plorida, and 
one from Oregon, from which States 
there were two sets of electors, each 
claiming to have been duly chosen. 
If only one of these votes should be 
counted for Mr. Tilden he would 
have a majority, and would conse- 
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qnently become President. In 
order to seciu’e the election of Mr 
HayeSj all of these thirteen votes 
must be counted for him. Singu- 
larly enough^ neither the Constitu- 
tion nor any existing law pro- 
vided for such an emergency^ and as 
the Eepublieans had a majority in 
the Senate^ and the Democrats in 
the HousCj it was ceHain that the 
two branches of Congress would not 
agree upon any bill which would 
give the counting of the disputed 
votes to their opponents. In this 
emergency, a bill was passed creat- 
ing a special Electoral Commission 
of fifteen for counting the votes. 
It was to consist of five Senators, 
five Eepresentatives, and five 
Judges of the Supreme Comi;. 
This commission, by a majority of 
one, decided that the disputed votes 
should all be counted for Mr. Hayes, 
giving him a majority of one vote, 
and he was declared duly elected. 
Mr. Hayes^ administration was a 
conservative one, and was noted 
more for its exceptional purity than 
for any especial pohcy. By the 
withdrawal of all national troops 
from the Southern States he restored 
to them in its full entity the right 
of local self-government, and thus 
removed, probably permanently, 
the " Southern question from 
general politics. He endeavoured 
to prevent the premonetization of 
silver, but his veto was overridden 
by the constitutional two-thirds 
majority in both Houses of Con- 
gress. The Eepublican Senators, 
led by Mr. Conkling, vigorously 
opposed his efforts at a reform of 
the civil service, so that he was able 
to seeui’e but little legislation upon 
the sub3ect, the bill prohibiting 
political assessment on office- 
holders being the only measure in 
that direction passed He was 
able, hoivcvcr, to set an example 
in favour of the reform by checkmg 
removals except for cause, and by 
instituting in the Interior Depart- 
ment at Washington, and in the 
Post Office and Custom House at 


Hew York, competitive examina- 
tions for appointment The House 
of Eepiesentatives, which was 
Democratic throughout his term, 
attempted to secure his assent to 
the repeal of certain measures by 
attachmg them to appropiiation 
bills, but he was firm in his refusal 
to sign them, and the House was 
finally obliged to give way, public 
sentiment showing itself largely on 
the side of the President. On 
March 4, 1881, he was succeeded in 
the Presidency by Mr Garfield, and 
has since resided at his home in 
Premont, Ohio. 

HAYMAH, The Eev. Heney, 
D D., was bom in 1823, and entered 
Merchant Taylors^ School in 1832, 
whence, after gaining the chief 
prizes in Greek verse and Latin 
prose, he proceeded as scholar to 
St. John's College, Oxford, in 1841 
He became a fellow of his college in 
1844, and in the following year was 
placed in the second class both in 
classics and in mathematics He 
then came to London, and "was 
successively curate at St. Luke's, 
Old Street, and at St. James's, 
Piccadilly, when the present Bishop 
of London, Dr Jackson, was rector, 
and in 1853-5 one of the assistant- 
masters at the Charterhouse In 
1854 he was appointed assistant 
preacher at the Temple Church, 
where, on the close of the Crimean 
War, he published a sermon on 
" Peace, God's gift, and how to use 
it j " and in the following year head 
master of St Olave's Grammar 
School, Southwark Subsequently 
he became head master of Chelten- 
ham Grammar School, and in 1868 
of St. Andrew's College, Bradfield. 
When Dr. Temple was promoted to 
the see of Exeter, Dr Hayinaii was 
elected his successor as head master 
of Eiigby School, Hov. 20, 1860. 

Though a m ost accomplish ed scl j ol ar, 

the Governing Body of the school 
resolved to remove him from the 
head mastership, the dismissal to 
take effect from April 7, 1874. The 
learned Judge who jnesided at the 
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hearing of Dr. Hayman^s appeal 
against his dismissal by the Govern- 
ing Body spoke of that dismissal 
as an act done by arbitrary powers 
.... exercised without assigning 
any reason/'’ but still as ''a grievous 
hardship."^ Any impartial reader 
of the Judge^s dicta will pro- 
bably infer that Dr. Hayman 
was thrust out of Bugby by a 
combination of official tyranny 
above him and insubordination be- 
low. At the close of April, 1874, 
Mr. Disraeli appomted Dr. Hayman 
to the Crown rectory of Aldingham, 
Lancashu’e. In this bamshment 
from all the scenes and associations 
of his earlier life and its labom*s. 
Dr. Hayman has since lingered. 
Dr. Hayman^s published works 
consist of occasional essays con- 
tributed to the Saturday Re- 
view; also to the Ohnshan Re- 
memhrancerf and more lately to the 
Church Quarterly Review, the Corn- 
hill, St. Jameses, Temple Bar, and 
Clergyman’s magazines, the Church- 
man, Antiquary, Contemporary Re- 
view, and other serials j the latest 
being one to the last-named in Oc- 
tober, 1882, on “Diocesan Synods/* 
He is a member of* the Cambridge 
Philological Society, being, save 
one who is lesident in Cambridge 
and virtually affiliated there, the 
only Oxford man who has at present 
that honour ; and has contributed 
several papers to its Journal and 
Transactions. He is the author of 
numerous articles in the “ Diction- 
ary of the Bible,** edited by Dr. W. 
Smith, and has since published in 
three volumes an edition of Homer*s ; 
Odyssey; some exercises in Greek ■ 
and Latin composition ; and “ Bugby | 
School Sermons,** with an introduc- ' 
tory essay “ On the IndweUing of 
the Holy Spirit,** 1875. | 

HAYTEB, Sra Arthtje. Divett, ; 
Bart., M.P., is the only son of the 
late Eight Hon. Sir Wilham Good- 
enough Hayter, Q.C., of Southall 
Park, Berks, and was bom in London 
in 1835, his mother being Anne, 
daughter of Mr. William Pulsford, 


of Linslade, Bucks. He was edu- 
cated at Eton, and at Balliol and 
Brasenose Colleges, Oxford ; he 
graduated in classical honours in 
1857, and proceeded M.A. in 1859. 
In 1856 he obtained a commission in 
the Grenadier Guards, retiring in 
1866 with the rank of captain Sir 
Arthur Hayter, who is a magistrate 
for Berks and Somerset, was M.P. 
for Wells from 1865 till 1868, when 
he unsuccessfully contested East 
Somerset. In 1873 he was elected 
aS member for Bath in the Liberal 
interest. He succeeded to the 
baronetcy on the death of ids father 
in 1878. In 1880 he was appointed 
a Lord of the Treasury, and m May, 
1882, he succeeded Mr Campbell- 
Bannerman as Fmancial Secretary 
at the War Office. Sir Arthur 
Hayter married, in 1866, Henrietta, 
daughter of the late Mr Adrian 
John Hope, and niece of Mr. A. J. B. 
Beresford Hope, M P. 

H A Y T E E, Henry Heyeyn, 
C.M.G., was born in Oct. 1821, at 
Eden Yale, Wiltshire, and educated 
at a private school and at the Char- 
terhouse. He emigrated to Y ictoria 
m 1852, and in 1857 joined the 
department of the Eegisti’ar-Gene- 
ral, where he was for many years at 
the head of the statistical branch. 
Whilst in that position he brought 
the official statistics of Yictona to 
a high state of perfection. In 1870 
he was selected to fill the office of 
secretary to a Eoyal Commission 
appointed to inquire into the work- 
ing of the public service of Yictona. 
Mr. Hayter’s labours on the Com- 
mission did not prevent him from 
attending to his ordinary official 
duties, which were much added to 
by the census of 1871, the whole of 
the details of which, both as regards 
the collection of the returns and 
their subsequent compilation, were 
devised by him and earned out 
under Ms management. These 
labours, together with domestic 
losses, affected his health, and in 
1872 he obtained leave of absence 
for a short period, which he spent 
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in New Zealand^ where at the re- 
quest of the G-ovemment of 
that colony he investigated the 
worMng of the Eegistrar Q-enerars 
Department, and made suggestions 
for its improvement and the better 
taking and compiling of the census, 
the whole of which were adopted. 
In May, 1874, the statistical branch 
over which Mr. Hayter had so long 
presided was erected into a sepai-ate 
department, he being placed at its 
head under the title of G-overnment 
Statist. In 18/5 he was deputed 
by his Government to represent 
Victoria at a conference of the 
Australasian colonies held in Tas- 
mania for the purpose of establishing 
a uniform system of official statistics. 
In 1879 Mr. Hayter visited the 
United Kingdom as secretary to a 
mission (of which the Hon. Gra- 
ham Berry, Premier of Victoria, 
was chief), whose object was to 
bring to the notice of ■flie Imperial 
Government certain defects in the 
Victorian Constitution. On his 
return to Victoria, Mr. Hayter made 
arrangements for taking the census 
of 1881, which, as well as the com- 
pilation of the returns, he afterwards 
carried out successfully. He was a 
juror at the Melbourne Intercolonial 
Exhibition of 1875 and the Mel- 
bourne International Exhibition of 
1880-81, and on each occasion re- 
ceived a silver medal for writing a 
statistical account of Victoria as 
an introduction to the exhibition 
catalogue. He was also a member 
of, and contributed several papers 
to, a Social Science Congress which 
was held in Melbourne whilst the 
latter exhibition was open. Soon 
after Mr. Hayter assumed the office 
of Government Statist, he originated 
the work he is best ^own by, the 
“ Victorian Year Book.^' He is also 
author of Notes of a Tour in New 
Zealand, ” '‘’Notes on the Colony of 
Victoria, Historical, Geographical, 
Meteorological, and Statistical j 
"School History'^ and "School 
Geography"" of Victoria; and a 
"Nosological Index"" which is used i 


in the statistical departments of all 
the Australasian colonies. In 1877 
he edited, at the request of the 
Victorian Government, and wrote 
the greater part of, a "^Prdcis of 
Information on the Colony of Vic- 
toria, and of its Capabilities for 
Defence,"^ for the use of the In- 
telligence Branch of the Imperial 
War Office. He is an honorary 
member of the Statistical Societies 
of London and Manchester, of the 
Statistical and Social Inquiry So- 
ciety of Ireland, of the Statistical 
Association of Tokio (Japan), of the 
Eoyal Societies of South Australia 
and Tasmania, and of the Geo- 
graphical Society of Bremen, He 
is also a PeUow and the Honorary 
Corresponding Secretary for Vic- 
toria of the Eoyal Colonial Institute . 
He was created a C.M.G. May 24, 
1882, and an Officer of the French 
Order of Public Instruction on July 
14 of the same year. 

HAYWARD, Abraham, Q.C., 
eldest son of Joseph Hayward, Esq., 
late of Westhill, Lyme Regis, 
author of "The Science of Horti- 
culture,"" " The Science of Agricul- 
ture,"" &c., was born at Wishford, 
Wilts, Oct 21, isos, and educated 
at BlundelTs Grammar School, 
Tiverton, under the Rev. Dr 
Richards. He was articled, in 
1818, to a solicitor, with the view of 
following that branch of the law, 
but was entered at the Inner 
Temple in Oct. 1821-, and after 
practising as a Special JPleader, was 
called to the bar in Trinity Term, 
1832. He joined the Western cir- 
cuit, and in 1845 was made a Queen's 
Counsel. Mr. Hayward first at- 
tracted the attention of the literary 
world in 1833 by his prose transla- 
tion, with notes, of Goethe"s 
" Faust,"" which has gone through 
nine editions, besides reprints in 
Germany and the United States. 
He had already printed (in 1831) 
for private circulation, "Of the 
Vocation of our Age for Legislation 
and Jurisprudence ; translated from 
the German of Savigny."" He 
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established The Law Magazine, or 
Quarterly Review of Juris;prudence, 
in 1828, and edited it till 1844 ; was 
a constant contributor to reviews 
and journals, and published from 
time to time selections from his 
articles : — Juridical Tracts,^^ 
1856; ^"Biographical and Critical 
Essays,^^ first series, 2 vols., 1858 ; 
second series, 2 vols., 1873 ; third 
series, 1 vol., 1874. His ""Chester- 
field and Selwyn,^^ ""Art of Dining,^* 
""Whist and Whist-players,^^ and 
""More about Junius,'^ were pub- 
lished separately. Amongst liis 
other known publications are, 
"" Autobiography, Letters, and 
Literary Eemains of Mrs. Piozzi 
(Thrale), with Notes and Introduc- 
tion,^^ 1861 ; "" Diaries of a Lady 
of Quality, with Notes,^' 1864; 
""G-oethe^'" (in Foreign Classics, 
edited by Mrs. OHphant), 1878 , 
""Sketches of Eminent Statesmen 
and Writers, with other Essays,^’ 
2 vol s., 18 80. 

HAYWAED, Chaeles Foesteb, 
F.S. A., architect, born at Colchester 
in Jan. 1831, received his educa- 
tion at University College, London, 
and professionally studied in the 
offices of Mr. Lewis Cubitt, Mr. 
P. C. Hardwick, and the late Pro- 
fessor Cockerell. He was elected a 
fellow of the Royal Institute of 
British Architects in 1861 j Fellow 
of the Society of Antiquaries in 
1867; appointed District Surveyor 
by the Metropolitan Board of 
Works in 1871. Mr. Hayward was 
elected Honorary Secretary of the 
Royal Institute of British Archi- 
tects in 1862, and held the appoint- 
ment for many years. ' He was also 
Honorary Secretary to the Insti- 
tute's Architectural Committee for 
the Exhibition in Pans in 1867. 
Mr. Hayward has erected many 
buildings in London and the pro- 
vinces — including the Duke of 
Cornwall Hotel at Plymouth, the 
Sanatorium, the Science Schools, 
and other buildings for Harrow, 
School-houses for Charterhouse, 
Mill Hill, &c. ; and he is also 


known as an occasional contributor 
to professional journals. 

HAZLITT, William, only son 
of the essayist, born in Wiltshire, 
Sept. 26, 1811, was called to the 
bar in 1844, and appointed Regis- 
trar of the Court of Bankruptcy, 
London, in 1854. His first literary 
productions were, for the most part, 
translations and compilations ; but 
in 1851 a pamphlet by him on the 
Registration of Assurances at- 
tracted some attention. Mr. W. 
HazHtt, who edited Johnson's 
""Lives of the Poets," compiled a 
Classical G-azetteer; and, in con- 
junction with Mr. Roche, produced 
a useful Manual of Maritime War- 
fare, and editions of the Bank- 
ruptcy Acts of 1861 and 1869. 

HAZLITT, William Gaeew, 
bom Aug. 22, 1834, the eldest son 
of Mr. William HazHtt, was edu- 
cated at Merchant Taylors' School, 
entered the Inner Temple as a stu- 
dent in 1859, and was called to the 
bar in Nov. 1861. Mr. Hazlitt is 
the author of "" The History of the 
Venetian Republic, her Rise, her 
Greatness, and her Civilization," 4 
vols., 1860. The first draft of this 
work appeared in a smaller form in 
1857. Mr. Hazhtt has also written 
a novel, ""Sophy Laurie," 3 vols,, 
1865. Among the works edited by 
him are the poems of Henry Con- 
stable, 1859 ; Richard Lovelace, 
1864; and Robert Herrick, 1869, 
2 vols.; ""Old English Jest-Books," 

3 vols , 1864 ; "" Remains of the 
Early Popular Poetry of England," 

4 vols, 1864-6; ""The Works of 

Charles Lamb" (anonymous), 4 
vols,, 1866-71; ""Memoirs of Wil- 
liam Hazlitt," 1778-1830, 2 vols., 
1867 , "" Bibliography of Old 

English Literature," 1867; ""Ei^- 
lish Proverbs and Proverbial 
Phrases, with Notes," 1869 ; 
"" Popular Antiquities of Great 
Britain" (based on Brand and 
Ellis), 3 vols,, 1870 ; an entirely 
new edition of Warton's "" History 
of English Poetry," 4 vols., 1871, 
in which last work he had the co- 
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operation of several eminent anti- 
quaries? an edition of Blount's 

Tenures of Land and Customs of 
Manors/' 1874; and ^'Mary and 
Charles Lamh : Poems^ Letters^ and 
Eemains ; now first collected, with 
Eeminiscences and Notes/' 1874 ; 

The Poems and other Eemains of 
Sir John Suckling/' 1874; ^^Dods- 
ley's Old Plays/' 16 vols., 1874-6’; 

Fairy Tales, Legends, and Ro- 
mances, illustrating Shakspere and 
other Early English Writers," 
1875; Shakspere's Library," 6 
vols., 1876; Works of Thomas 
Randolph/^ 1875 ; Fugitive 
Tracts (written m verse) which 
illustrate the Condition of Religious 
and Political Feeling in England, 
and the State of Society there,

and Ballads," 1877 ; " Poetical

HEATH, Christopher, F.R C.S , 
was born in London in 1835, and 
educated at King’s College, Lon- 
don. He was appointed Assistant- 
Surgeon and Lecturer on Anatomy 
at the Westminster Hospital in 
1862 ; Assistant - Surgeon and 
Teacher of Operative Surgery at 
University College Hospital in 
1866 ; Holme Professor of Clinical 
Surgery and Surgeon to University 
College Hospital in 1875; Fellow 
of iSng's College ; Member of 
Council of the Royal College of Sur- 
geons in 1881 ; and Consulting 
Sui’geon to the Dental Hospital. 
He was Examiner in Anatomy at 
the Royal College of Surgeons in 
1875-80, and Examiner for Surgical 
Degrees at the Universities of Cam- 
bridge and Durham, and at the 
Royal College of Physicians. He 


is the author of ^^A Course of 
Operative Surgery," illustrated, 
1876 , Manu^ of Minor Sur- 
gery," 6th ed., 1880; '"Practical 
Anatomy," 6th ed., 1881 , In- 
juries and Diseases of the Jaws" 
(Jacksonian Prize Essay), 2nd ed., 
1872; "Student's G-uide to Sur- 
gical Diagnosis," 2nd ed., 1883 ; 
and various contributions to the 
transactions of learned societies. 

HEATH, The Rev. Dunbar 
Isidore, M.A , born in 1816, gradu- 
ated at Trinity College, Cambridge, 
as fifth Wrangler, in 1838, and 
received from that college, of which 
he was a Fellow, the vicarage of 
Brading, Isle of Wight, in 1846. 
He wa^ prosecuted by his diocesan 
before the Court of Arches, for 
expressions in his "Sermons on 
Important Subjects," published in 
1859, alleged to be derogatory to 
the Tiarty-nine Articles, and was, 
m 1861, sentenced to deprivation of 
his benefice, which sentence was 
confirmed on appeal. This case is 
noteworthy for being the first en- 
forcement during three centuries 
of the Act of 13th Elizabeth. Hence 
it has become a precedent in the 
other ecclesiastical smts, by which 
the relations between Church and 
State are being largely modified 
Mr. Heath resigned the vicarage of 
Brading in 1862. He has written 
" The Future Kingdom of Christ," 
2 vols., 1852-3; "The Exodus 
Papyri," 1855 , " A Record of the 
Patriarchal Age, or the Proverbs 
of Aphobis, B c. 1900, now first 
translated from the Egyptian," 
1858; and "Defence of my Pro- 
fessional Character " (1862). 

HEATH, Francis G-eoroe, 
youngest son of the late Edward 
Heath, Esq., was born at Totnes, 
Devonshire, Jan. 15, 1843, and 
educated at Taunton. When very 
young he commenced writing the 
" Autobiographies of Animals." In 
1862 he entered the Civil Service, 
securing the eighth place in a 
competition of sixty candidates for 
twenty appointments. For many 
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years lie has taken an active part 
in promoting and supporting move- 
ments for the preservation and 
extension of open spaces chiefly in 
the metropolis. It was mainly 
owing to his efforts that the en- 
largement of Victoria Park^ secured 
hy the Victoria Park Act of 1872, 
was effected. He has also laboured 
assiduously in furtherance of the 
movement for the preservation of 
Epping Forest — now preserved for 
the enjoyment of the public by the 
Epping Forest Act of 1878. It was 
upon Mr. Heath's suggestion, made 
in June, 1879, that the Corporation 
of London acquired, for the enjoy- | 
ment of the public in perpetuity, | 
the picturesque fragment of forest 1 
called Burnham Beeches. In the I 
following year an attempt, made | 
by the Great Eastern Eailway Com- ' 
pany, to encroach upon and disfigure 
Epping Forest by the construction 
of a line across a section of that 
magnificent open space, was defeated 
by the opposition led by Mr. Heath 
When, in 1872, the strike" of 
agricultural labourers took place 
in Warwickshire, Mr. Heath under- 
took a tour of inquiry amongst the 
peasant population of the West of 
England j the result being the pro- 
duction of his first book, ^^The 
^ Boniance ' of Peasant Life," 
giving a distressing account of the 
condition of the agricultural la- 
bourers of the western counties. 
The work excited a considerable 
degree of public attention, and 
led, shortly after its publication, 
to a marked improvement in the 
condition of the labouring popula- 
tion of the West of England. It 
rapidly passed into a second edition, 
and was followed in 1874 by " The 
English Peasantry." In 1876, Mr. 
Heath, with the object of promoting 
the importation into the drearier 
parts of dismal town centres of 
some of the green life" of the 
country, published “ The Fern 
Paradise: a plea for the Culture 
of Ferns " A larger volume, " The 
Fern World," appeared m August 


1877, and reached a fourth edition 
before the end of that year This 
was followed in 1878 by an illus- 
trated edition of The Fern Para- 
dise," and by "‘'Our Woodland 
Trees." In 1879 Mr. Heath pub- 
lished a little volume called Burn- 
ham Beeches," and a new edition 
of Gilpin's Forest Scenery." In 
1880 he produced a volume 
under the title of Sylvan Spring." 
In the same year appeared Peasant 
Life in the West of England.' 
"My Garden Wild" was produced 
in 1881, and was followed by 
"Where to find Perns" and 
Autumnal Leaves." Mr. Heath 
accepted the editorship of the 
Journal of Foresti^ in June, 1882. 

HE BEET, Antoine Auouste 
Ernest, artist, born at Grenoble, 
Nov. 3, 1817, went to Paris in 
1835, and studied in the studio of 
Eavid d' Angers. In 1839 he exhi- 
bited at the Louvre his " Tasso in 
Prison," which was bought by the 
Government for the Musee of Gre- 
noble. Aided by the advice and 
kmdness of M. Paul Eelaroche, he 
competed, in 1839, at the fieole 
des Beaux-Arts, and shortly after 
gained the great prize of Eome, the 
subject of his picture being " The 
Cup found in the Sack of Benja- 
min." He remained in Italy eight 
years, and sent various paintings 
and sketches to Paris. After his 
return, M Hebei*t exhibited, 
amongst other works — "Eeverie 
Orientale ,” ^^^Paysanne de Guerande 
battantdu BemTe," "LaMaPAria, ' 
and gained a high reputation as a 
colorist, and for the originality of 
his designs. After another j ourney 
to Italy, and a visit to Dresden, 
M. Hebert produced " La Ore- 
scenza ; " Les Fienaroles , " Les 

Filles d’Alvito," ""Les Fiena- 
roles de San Angelo," exhibited at 
the Salon in 1857 , "" Eosa Nera il la 
Fontaine;" ""La Jeune Pille au 
Puits , " "" Pasqua Maria ; " "" Perle 
Noire, le Banc de Pierre," in 1865 ; 
a portrait of "" David d' Angers," in 
1867; "La Pastorella," and ""La

Lavandara/" m 1869 ; Le Matin 
et le Soir de la Yie” and 
Muse populau'e Italienne/^ in 1870 ; 

La Madonna Addolorata/' and 
Tricoteuse/" in 1873, "^La 
M'lise des Bois,” in 1877 ; and " La 
Sultane/' in 1879. He Tvas Direc- 
tor of tlie Academy of France at 
Eome, from Dec. 1866 to 1873, and 
in 1874 lie was elected a member of 
tbe Academic des Beaux- Arts. M 
Hebert obtained a first-class medal 
in 1851, another in 1855, tbe decora- 
tion of tbe Legion of Honour in 
July, 1853, tbe rank of Officer of 
that order in Aug 1867, and tbe 
rank of Commander in 1874. 

HECKEE, The Ybbt Eev. 
Isaac Thomas, born at New York, 
Dee. 18, 1819. He was educated in 
bis native city, and entered into 
business with bis brothers. In 
1843, be joined tbe Brook Farm 
Community in West Eoxbury, and 
after spendi^ some months there 
associated himself for a time with 
tbe " Gonsociate Family,” at Fruit- 
lands, ‘Worcester County, Massa- 
chusetts, and also Eved for a time 
with Tboreau in bis hermitage. 
Thence be returned to New York, 
and in 1845 was received into tbe 
Eoman Catholic Church. After 
passmg a novitiate of two years at 
St. Trond, in Belgium, he entered 
tbe Society of tbe Eedemptorxst 
Fathers in 1847, and from 1847 to 
1851 was engaged in mission work 
in England, and received priest’s 
orders from Bishop (afterwards Car- 
dinal) Wiseman, in 1849. In 1851 
be returned to the United States, 
and for tbe next six years was, in 
company with several members of 
bis order, constantly engaged in 
missionary labours In tbe autumn 
of 1857 be visited Eome, and, with 
several of bis colleagues, was re- 
leased from bis connection with tbe 
Eedemptorists, and authorised to 
found a new missionary society 
under tbe name of Tbe Congre- 
gation of St. Paul tbe Apostle.” 
This was fully organised in 1858, 
and their first bouse bmlt in New i 


York in 1859-60. The Paulist 
Fathers, of whom Father Hecker is 
the chief or superior, are almost 
entirely of American birth, and 
converts, and have proved a very 
efficient organisation for tbe propa- 
gation of their faith The Catholic 
Woo'ldj a very ably conducted 
monthly magazine and review, is 
their principal organ. It was 
founded in 1865, and Father Hecker 
is tbe responsible editor. The 
Paulist Fathers are very active 
and earnest in their labours. In 
1869 Father Hecker was present at 
the Vatican Council in Eome, as 
the Procurator of Bishop Eosecrans, 
of Columbus, Ohio. In 1873, his 
health being greatly impaired, he 
travelled in Europe and the East. 
Since his reception into the Catho- 
lic Church, he has published 
'^Questions of the Soul,” 1855; 
"Aspirations of Nature,” 1857; 
"Catholicity in the United States,” 
1879 ; and " CathoEcs and Pro- 
testants agreeing on the School 
Question,” 1881. 

HEDLEY, The Eioht Eev. John 
Edward, D.D., Bishop of Newport 
and Menevia, born at Morpeth, 
April 15, 1837, was educated by the 
Benedictines in St. Lawrence’s 
College, Ampleforth, near York 
He entered the order of St Bene- 
dict in 1854, and was ordained a 
priest in 1862 He was connected 
with the school at Ampleforth for 
several years, taught mental philo- 
sophy there for two years, was 
placed in 1862 at St. Michael’s 
Pnory,Hereford(BenedictineHouse 
of Theological Study), where he 
was Professor of Theology till 1873. 
On Sept. 29, 1873, he was conse- 
crated Bishop of C 80 saropolis ^pl , 
and auxiliary to Dr. Brown, Bishop 
of Newport and Menevia, in the 
pro-cathedral of St. Michael’s, 
Hereford. Bishop Brown dying on 
April 12, 1880, Bishop Hedley was 
appointed his successor in the see 
of Newport and Menevia, Feb. 18, 
1881. Bishop Hedley has contri- 
buted articles to the Dublin Review, 
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and has published five lectures on 

Light of the Holy Spirit in the 
World"" (London;, 1873), five others 
on '"Who is Jesus Christ?"" and 
"The Spirit of Faith/" five lec- 
tures, 1875. On Dr. Ward"s re- 
tiring from the Dublin Review Bishop 
Hedley was appointed its editor, 
and the first number issued under 
his supervision appeared in Jan. 
1879. 

HEFELE, The Rioht Eev. 
Karl Joseph von, D.D., Bishop of 
Rottenberg,a distin^shed Q-erman 
ecclesiastic^ historian, born March 
15, 1809, at Dnterhochen, in Wur- 
temberg, district of Aalen, received 
a public school education at EU- 
wangen and Ehingen ; next applied 
himself for five years at the Dni- 
versity of Tubmgen to philosophi- 
cal and theological sindies, and 
graduated there in 1834. In 1836 
he settled as private tutor, and in 
1840 received a professorship in 
the Catholic theological faculty at 
Tubingen, where he represented 
the departments of Church history, 
Christian archaeology andpatrology . 
In 1838 he became Doctor of Di- 
vinity, and afterwards Knight of 
the Order of the Wiirtemberg Crown. 
From 1842 to 1845 he was a member 
of the Wurtemberg Chamber of 
Deputies. He was consecrated 
Bishop of Eottenberg in 1869, and 
shortly afterwards proceeded to 
Eome to take part in the proceed- 
ings of the Vatican Council. It 
was reported that he was an " in- 
opportunist ; "" but however this 
may be, he has given in his entire 
adhesion to the defimtion of the 
doctrine of the infallibility of the 
Pope. In Oct 1874, he declmed 
the archbishopric of Freiburg offered 
to him by the Baden Q-overnment, 
on the ground that he could not 
take the oath which was demanded 
from the Bishops in Prussia and 
Baden, and could not promise 
obedience to the newly-promulgated 
ecclesiastical laws. His most im- 
portant work of research is the 
"•History of Councils"" (published 


in parts at Tubingen, 1855-69), 
based on the most profound study 
of original materials It has been 
translated into English by the 
Eev. Wm E Clark, M.A , vicar of 
Taunton, under the title of "A 
History of the Christian Councils, 
from the Original Documents, to 
the close of the Council of Nicsea, 
A.D. 825,"" 8vo, Edinburgh, 1871. 
Among Bishop Hefele"s other works 
are especially to be noticed : — " The 
Introduction of Christianity into 
South-Western Oermany,"" Tubin- 
gen, 1837 ; Cardinal Ximenes and 
the Ecclesiastical Condition of Spain 
in the 16th Century,"" 2nd edit, 
Tubingen, 1851 ; and " Contribu- 
tions to Church Hrstory, Archseology, 
and Liturgy (LUurgik)/' m two 
parts, Tubingen, 1864-65. He has 
also published a Selection of the 
Homilies of Chrysostom in a Ger- 
man translation, Ohrysostomus- 
PosUlUi 3rd edit., Tubingen, 1857, 
and an edition of the works of the 
Apostolic Fathers, 4th edit., Tubin- 
gen, 1855. An English translation 
by the Eev. Canon Dalton, of his 
"Life of Cardinal Ximenes,"" ap- 
peared at London in 1860. 

HEFNEE-ALTEKECK, Jacob 
Heinrich von, a German writer on 
art, was born at Aschaffenburg, 
May 20, 1811; went through a 
complete course of artistic educa- 
tion, and then devoted himself to 
the diligent study of the history of 
art, particularly during the medie- 
val period. In 1853 he became 
attached to the Museum at Munich, 
and in 1863 he was appointed one 
of the Keepers of the royal collec- 
tion of prmts and drawings. In 
1868 he was nominated Conservator- 
General of the artistic monuments 
of Bavaria, and Director of the 
Bavarian N ational Museum. Among 
his publications may be mentioned :

He also compiled an elaborate 
" Book of tbe G-enealogy of tbe 
Baronial Family of Fecbenbacb- 
Lausenbacb,” wbicb bas not been 
published. This beautifully illus- 
trated work is preserved in tbe 
family archives at Lausenbacb. 

HEILBIJTH, Ferdinand, a 
G-erman painter, resident at Paris, 
is a native of Hamburg. At tbe 
commencement of bis artistic career 
be excelled in painting costumes ; 
but after completing bis training 
in tbe French capital, and in Pome, 
where he pursued bis studies for 
several years, be turned bis atten- 
tion with marked success to tbe 
pictorial representation of histori- 
cal events and incidents of social 
life. Among bis prmcipal works 
are : — " Palestrina's Music Re- 
hearsal,^' 1857 , " Tbe Auto-da-Fe,” 
1861 ; " Tasso with both tbe Leo- 
noras ;” and " Cardinals taking 
Exercise on tbe Pincian Hill,” 
1862 (this and tbe three preceding 
pictures are in tbe possession of 
private individuals at Hamburg) ; 

The Pawnshop,” 1861, for which 
a prize was awarded, and which is 
now in tbe Luxembourg Museum, 
at Paris; ^^Tbe Absolution in St. 
Peter's at Rome,” " Tbe Cardinal's 
Ante-chamber,” Tbe Confession ” 
(exhibited at the Royal Academy, 
London, in 1871), " Spring,” "On 
tbe Banks of the Seine,” and " Tbe 
Harvest of Love” (exhibited at 
Berlin in 1871), and " The Banks 


of the Thames” (exhibited at Glas- 
gow in 1878). Highly prized also 
are bis portraits in the style of 
Titian and Rembrandt, He was 
made a Knight of tbe Legion of 
Honour in 1861. When the war 
broke out between Prussia and 
France Heilbutb, who bad French 
proelivites, withdrew to England, 
from whence he returned to Paris 
in 1872. In July, 1879, be received 
letters of grand naturalization 
HELLMUTH, The Right Rev. 
Isaac, D.D , D.C.L., was born 
in Poland, and is of Jewish ex- 
traction. Having been converted 
to Christianity and ordained in 
the Anglican Church, he settled 
in Canada about 1856. By his 
energy Huron College was esta- 
blished for the education of tbe 
future clergy of the diocese. A 
few months afterwards tbe London 
Collegiate School, since named 
Hellmuth College, was erected 
Meanwhile Dr. Hellmuth had been 
appointed successively Archdeacon 
and Dean of Huron. Finding that 
the boys' college (Hellmuth Col- 
lege) was a perfect success, he pro- 
ceeded to establish a similar college 
for ladies, which was opened in 
1869. On Aug 21, 1870, he was 
consecrated Coadjutor - Bishop of 
Huron, with the title of Bishop of 
Horfolk, in the Cathedral of St. 
Paul, London, Canada West In 
1871, on the demise of Bishop 
Cronyn, Dr Hellmuth succeeded 
him in the see of Huron. He re- 
signed that see and came to Eng- 
land in 1883, on being appointed 
assistant bishop in the diocese of 
Ripon. 

HELMHOLTZ, Hermann Louis, 
a distinguished German physiolo- 
gist and natural philosopher, is the 
son of a professor in the gymnasium 
of Potsdam, in which town he was 
born, Aug. 31, 1821. After study- 
ing medicine in the Military In- 
stitute at Berlin, and being attached 
for a time to the staff of one of the 
public hospitals there, he returned 
to his native town as an army 
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surgeon In 1848 he was appointed 
Professor of Anatomy in the Aca- 
demy of Fine Arts at Berlin; in 
1855 Professor of Physiology at 
Konigsberg, whence he removed, in 
1858, to Heidelberg, where he also 
filled the chair of physiology. He 
was afterwards appointed Professor 
of Physiology at Berlin. The works 
of M. Helmholtz, which are well 
known throughout Europe, have re- 
ference principally to the physiolo- 
gical conditions of the impressions 
on the senses. " Among those most 
deserving of notice are : — On the 
Preservation of Forcc,^^ 1847 ; 

Manual of Physiological Optics,” 
1856; and ^'Theory of the Im- 
pressions of Sound” 1862. His 
Popular Lectures on Scientific 
Subjects,” translated mto English 
by Dr.E. Atkinson, were published 
in London in 1873, 2nd senes, 1881; 
and his work on Sensations of 
Tone, as a Physiological Basis for 
the Theory of Music,” translated 
from the third Oerman edition by 
Mr. Alexander J. Ellis, appeared m 
1876. Professor Helmholtz has also 
contributed to scientific 30 umals 
accounts of many of his experi- 
ments in acoustics, optics, and 
electricity. On Dec 1, 1873, the 
Copley Medal of the Royal Society 
of London was awarded to him in 
recognition of his eminent services 
to science. * 

HELMORE, The Rev. Thomas, 
M.A , son of a Dissenting minister, 
born at Kidderminster, May 7, 1811, 
was educated at Magdalen Hall, 
Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 
in 1840. He served for two years 
as curate in the parish of St. Mi- 
chaePs, Lichfield, and held a priest- 
vicar^s stall in Lichfield Cathedral 
In 1842 he became Vice-Principal 
and Precentor of St. Mark’s Col- 
lege, Chelsea ; in 1846 was ap- 
pointed Master of the Children of 
Her Ma 3 esty’s Chapels Royal, St 
James’s, &c ; and in 1847 Priest 
in Ordinary to Her Majesty’s Cha- 
pels Royal. In 1872 he was pre- 
sented to the Crown living of the 


Rectory of Beverstone, which how- 
ever he resigned immediately after 
appointment. In 1877 he received 
a retiring pension from the Na- 
tional Society, after thnty-five 
years* service as Clerical Precentor 
of St. Mark’s College He is the 
author of The Psalter Noted,” 
" The Canticles Noted ” (for chant- 
ing), '^A Brief Directory of Plain 
Song,” ‘■^Manual of Plain Song,^’ 
also appendices and accompanying 
harmonies to all these. He was 
the originator and principal editor 
of ^^The Hymnal Noted,” pub- 
lished under the sanction of the 
Ecclesiological Society. In conjunc- 
tion with the late Rev. John Mason 
Neale, D.D., he edited 12 Carols 
for Christmas,” and 12 Carols 
for Easter, from the Cantiones 
Ecclesiasticce of Peter Nyland, of 
Sweden” (1588). He has written 
"A Catechism of Music for use, 
with Dr. Hullah’s Manual,” Ac,, 
1878; translated ^^P4tis on Choir 
and Chorus Singing;” edited ^^The 
St. Mark’s College Chant Book,” 
^^The Canticles and Psalter Ac- 
cented,” and'^A Puller Dnectory 
of the Plain Song of Holy Com- 
munion,” 1881. He is the author 
of two papers on Chui’ch Music, 
one read at the Church Congress, 
Wolverhampton, Oct. 1867; and 
the other at Swansea, Oct. 1879 ; and 
has set to music some of Dr. Neale’s 
translations of Hymns of the East- 
ern Church ; Peace, it is I,” The 
Day is Past and Over,” and " ’Tis 
the Day of Resurrection ” 
HENDERSON, Lieut -Col 
Sir Edmund Teamans Walcott, 
K.C.B., son of Rear-Admiral Oeorge 
Henderson, was born about 1820 
Having passed through the ordmary 
course at Woolwich he entered the 
army in 1838, became Lieut.-Col. 
Royal Engineers in 1862, was for 
many years Controller of the Con- 
vict Department in Western Aus- 
tralia, and was appointed m 1863 to 
the offices of Surveyor-Oeneral of 
Prisons and Chairman of the Di- 
rectors of Convict Prisons. He was 
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created a Companion of the Bath 
Dec. 7, 1868, and appointed on Feb. 
12, 1869, Commissioner of Police 
of the metropolis, in the room of 
Sir Eichard Majme, deceased. In 
March, 1878, he was created a 

k:.c.b. 

HENLEY, The Eight Hon. 
Joseph Wahnbe, only son of 
the late Joseph Henley, Esq., of 
Waterperry, Oxon, born in 1793, 
was educated at Magdalen College, 
Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 
1815. He is a Magistrate and De- 
puty-Lieutenant for Oxfordshire, 
which county he represented 
in Parliament in the Conservative 
interest from the general election 
of 1841. He held the post of Pre- 
sident of the Board of Trade in 
Lord Derby^s first administration 
in 1852, and was re-appointed to 
that office in Lord Derby's second 
administration in 1858, but re- 
signed on account of a difference 
in opinion respecting the Eeform 
Bill, Feb. 1859. He was made a 
Privy Councillor in 1852. In Jan 
1878, he resigned his seat, and 
retired from public life. 

BCENNESSY, Sir John Pope, 
K.C M G-., Knight of Malta, is son 
of Mr. John Hennessy, of Bally- 
hennessy, co, Kerry, by Elizabeth, 
daughter of Mr. Henry Casey, of 
Cork. He was bom in Cork m 1834, 
educated at Queen's College, Cork, 
and was called to the bar at the 
Inner Temple in 1861. He entered 
the House of Commons as member 
for the King's county m 1859. His 
election address in 1859 was the 
first in which Mr Disraeli's name 
was mentioned. He e:^ressed his 
confidence in the Imperial policy of 
Mr. Disraeli, but as a national 
Conservative reserved entire in- 
dependence to himself in every- 
thing relating to Ireland. Mr. 
Hennessy was the first Catholic 
Conservative in Parliament. He 
carried the Select Committee in 
opposition to Lord Palmerston's 
Government for throwing open : 
appointments in the Civil Service i 


of the United Kingdom to public 
competition, and he amended the 
Irish Poor Law, so as to provide 
for the rearing of pauper children 
out of the workhouses He re- 
ceived the thanks of the Catholic 
Committee of England for the 
Prison Ministers Act, and an ad- 
dress of thanks from the miners of 
Great Britain for some amendments 
he secured in the Mines' Eegula- 
tion Bill. Mr. Hennessy drew the 
attention of the House of Commons 
to the decline of the population of 
Ireland, and urged the Govern- 
ment to keep the people at home 
by amending the Irish land laws, 
and reclaiming the waste lands. 
He opposed the Government system 
of education in Ireland, on the 
ground that the so-called National 
system was anti-National. He re- 
peatedly pointed out the danger of 
the State pohoy of trying to break 
down the power of the Catholic 
Church in Ireland by mixed edu- 
cation. He voted for Church-rates, 
and in favour of the Church of 
England in England, but support- 
ed concurrent endowment in Ire- 
land, by which the Irish ecclesias- 
tical property founded before the 
Eeformation would be restored to 
the Catholic Church, and some 
ancient abbeys in Ireland revived. 
In foreign affairs he exposed the 
conduct of the Eussian Govern- 
ment in Poland, and moved an 
address to the Crown to carry out 
the stipulations of the Treaty of 
Vienna in favour of the Poles , he 
criticised the conduct of Lord Pal- 
merston aud Mr. Gladstone in their 
attacks on the Pope j and supported 
the independence of the Sovereign 
Pontiff. He opposed the war in 
China, and the bombardment of 
ports in Japan, but supported the 
Northern States during the Ame- 
rican Civil War. He voted against 
the New Zealand war, but sup- 
ported the claims of the Australian 
colonies to complete legislative in- 
dependence of Downing Street. 
He was appointed Governor of 
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Labuan, in 1867 j of the West Afri 
can settlements^, m 1872; of the 
Bahamas, in 1873 ; of the Wind- 
ward Islands, in 1876; of Hong- 
kong, in 1877; and of the colony 
of Mauritius, in Dec. 1882. He 
was created a Enight Commander 
of the Order of SS. Michael and 
George, in April, 1880. He contri- 
buted papers to the " Proceedings"^ 
of the Eoyal Society and British 
Association, to the Philoso^pJiical 
Magazine^ the Contemporary Review, 
and the Nineteenth Century ; and he 
published, in 1883, a volume on 

Ealeigh in Ireland, with his Let- 
ters on Irish Affairs, and some 
contemporary Documents."" He has 
been hon. secretary to the Mathe- 
matical section of the British As- 
sociation, and chairman of the 
Eepression of Crime section of the 
Social Science Congress. 

HENNESST, William Maxjn- 
SELL, was born at Castlegregory, co. 
Kerry, in 1828, and educated at 
private schools. He was one of the 
writers of the Nation newspaper 
from 1853 to 1856, in which latter 
year he obtained, by public compe- 
tition, an appomtment m Dublin 
Castle. Mr. Hennessy is an 
eminent Celtic scholar and archae- 
ologist. He was promoted for his 
efficiency to a responsible position 
in the Public Eecord Office of Ire- 
land. He IS a member of the Eoyal 
Irish Academy, to the '^Proceed- 
ings "" of which he has contributed 
several important papers, includmg 
a remarkable "tieatise on the 
"Ancient Irish Goddess of War,"" 
and another on the Irish system of 
" Trial by Ordeal."" Mr. Hennessy 
has edited, besides other works, the 
"Chronicon Scotorum,"" and the 
"Annals of Loch-Key,"'’ published 
in the EoUs" series of National 
Chronicles. He is one of the 
writers of the Revue Celtique, and 
has also contributed to the Revue 
Cntique, Kuhn"s Zeitschnft, and to 
the Beit'iage zur vergl. Sprachjors- 
chung He is one of the writers of 
the Academy, in which he published 


a remarkable article on the " Ossi- 
anic "" controversy. 

HENEICI, Olaus, Ph.D., was 
born March 9, 1840, at Meldorf, in 
Holstein, and received his early 
education in the gymnasium of his 
native town. In 1856 he left Mel- 
dorf in order to study for some 
years in the workshops of a me- 
chanical engineer. In 1859 he pro- 
ceeded to the Polytechnic School in 
Karlsruhe, where he remained until 
1862, when he entered the Univer- 
sity of Heidelberg. Here, in 1863, 
he graduated with special honours 
as Ph.D. Dr. Henrici next pro- 
ceeded to Berlin in order there to 
prosecute his mathematical studies. 
In 1865 he became private docent 
or tutor m the University of Kiel, 
but left soon afterwards for Lon- 
don. In 1869 Dr. Hemuci was ap- 
pointed Professor of Pure Mathe- 
matics in the University College, 
London. In 1868 he was elected a 
member, and in 1869 one of the 
vice-presidents of the London 
Mathematical Society. The learned 
Professor is the author of the fol- 
lowing papers, " Bemerkung zu 
'Hesse " Zerlegung der Bedingung 
fur die Gleichheit der Hauptaxen 
eines auf einer Oberflache zweiter 
Ordnimg liegenden Kegelschnittes"" 
(in CreUe"s Journal, vol. 64, 1864) ; 
"Transformation von Differential- 
ausdrucken erster Ordnung zweiten 
Grades mit Hulfe der verallge- 
meinerten elhptischen Co-ordina- 
ten"" (CreUe"s Journal, vol. Ixv., 
1865) ; " On certain Formulae con- 
cerning the Theory of Discrimin- 
ants; with Applications to Dis- 
criminants of Discr , and to the 
Theory of Polar Curves"" (in the 
" Proceedings "" of the London 
Mathem. Society, vol. ii., read m 
Nov., 1868) ; and " On Series of 
Curves, especially on the Smgu- 
larities of their Envelopes, with 
Applications to Polar Curves,"" also 
in the " Proceedings "" of the Lon- 
don Mathematical Society, vol. ii. 

HENEIQUEL-DUPONT, Loxns- 
PiBRRE, engraver, was born m 
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Paris, Jxrne 13, and Laving 
been intended for tbe profession of 
a painter, was placed in tbe studio 
of M. Pierre Guerin. After remain- 
ing there three years, he applied 
himself to engraving, and m 1818 
set up for himself His first pro- 
duction, the “ Portrait of a Youn] 
Woman with her Infant,” gaine< 
the second medal at the Exhibition 
of 1822. He produced in succession 
" Portrait of M. de Pastoret,” 
^'Strafford,” ^"The Interment of 
Christ,” after Paul Belaroche ; 
“ The Abdication of Gustavus 
Vasa,” after Hersentj ^^The 
Disciples at Emmaus,” after Paul 
Veronese; and is considered m 
Prance the most eminent engraver 
of the day. At the Exhibitions of 
1853 and 1835 he received the Grand 
Medal of Honour, was decorated 
Aug. 14, 1831, and succeeded 
Pdchomme at the Academie des 
Beaus- Arts in 1849 . He was elected 
an honorary member of the Royal 
Academy of London, Dec 15, 1869 
HENRY, The Hon William 
Ale^ndee, born at Halifax, Nova 
Scotia, Dec 30, 1816, and educated 
for the legal profession, was called 
to the bar of Nova Scotia in Nov 
1840, and was shortly after elected 
a member of the legislative as- 
sembly. The question of lespon- 
sible government at that period 
agitatmg British North America, 
was strenuously opposed in Nova 
Scotia, and the other provmces 
Mr. Henry, however, upon his entry 
into the legislature, supported it, 
and in 1842 a vote of want of con- 
fidence was carried agamst the 
Government, which opposed the 
system, and in 1813 ministers re- 
signed. An appeal havmg been 
made to the country, Mr. Henry 
and his friends weie defeated by a 
small majority. At the general 
election of 1847, however, the 
friends of responsible government 
were successful, and Mr. Henry has 
since been returned on the prmciple 
he first enunciated At the meetmg 
of Parliament in 184-8, the Govern- 


ment was displaced by a resolution 
of want of confidence. In 1849, 
Mr. Henry was appointed a Q.C., 
and accepted a seat in the ministry. 
In the Court of Chancery and 
Equity he has introduced various 
reforms, which have proved of great 
benefit to the community. In 1854 
he accepted the post of Solicitor- 
General, and joined the adminis- 
tration, and in 1856, waiving his 
claims to a vacant seat on the 
bench of the Supreme Court, he 
accepted the ofiice of Provincial 
Secretary. This position he held 
for about eight months, and in 1859 
agam became Solicitor-General. A 
general election took place soon 
after, and in 1860 the Government 
was displaced, their opponents 
holding office until after the general 
election of 1863, when Mr. Henry 
became for the third time Solicitor- 
General. He has taken a prominent 
part in the question of the union of 
the North American provinces , in 
1865 was appointed a member of a 
delegation to London, respecting 
the construction of railways , and 
in the winter of 1866 represented 
his government at Washmgton, in 
an unsuccessful negotiation for the 
continuance of the Reciprocity 
Treaty between England and the 
United States. In July, 18GG, he 
was agam appointed a delegate on 
the '"Dnion” question, and with 
his colleagues from Nova Scotia, 
and the delegates from Canada and 
New Brunswick, met in London, 
and adopted a scheme of union for 
submission to the Homo Govern- 
ment, which has been adopted. He 
is now a puisne judge of the Su- 
preme Court of the Dominion. 

HENTY, Geoege Aleeee, was 
horn at Trumpington, Cambridge- 
shire, Dec 8, 1832, and educated at 
Westminster School and at Caius 
College, Cambridge. He left Cam- 
bridge to go out to the Crimea in 
the Purveyor's Department. Re- 
turning invalided, he was promoted 
to the rank of Piuweyor to the 
Forces, and was sent out to Italy to 
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organize the hospitals of the Italian 
legion. At the end of the war he 
returned home, and had charge 
first of the Belfast and afterwards 
of the Portsmouth districts. He 
resigned his commission, and for 
several years was occupied in mining 
operations in Wales, Italy, &c. 
Then he went upon the staff of the 
Standard newspaper. As a special 
correspondent of that journal he 
witnessed the Italo-Austrian war, 
was with Garibaldi in his campaign 
in the Tyrol, at the opening of the 
Suez Canal, with the Abyssinian 
Expedition to Magdala, and the 
Ashantee Expedition to Coomassie. 
He also went through the Eranco- 
German war, and the Communal 
Siege of Pans, and was likewise out 
in the Carlist Insurrection. He 
went to Russia for the Standard at 
the time of the Khiva Expedition, 
and on his return visited the mining 
regions of the United States, in 
California, Nevada, Utah, and on 
Lake Superior. He accompanied 
the Prince of Wales in his tour 
through India, and was with the 
Turkish army in the Turko-Persian 
war. Mr. Henty is the author of 
" A Search for a Secret,” All But 
Lost,” The March to Magdala,” 
“The March to Coomassie,” “Out 
on the Pampas,” “ The Young 
Eranc-Tireurs,” and a munber of 
other books for boys, chiefly of 
an historical character. He is 
editor of the boys’ paper, the 
Union Jacl. 

HERAUD, John Abraham, epic 
poet and dramatic writer, was born 
in London in 1799. Self-educated, 
and originally intended for busi- 
ness, he commenced writing for the 
magazines in 1818. In 1820 he 
published his local poem, “ Totten- 
ham,” and in 1821 Ins “Legend of 
St Loy , ” wrote ai tides For the 
Qua it a ly and other reviews, and 
for three years assisted in the edi- 
torship of Fraser^'s Magazine. His 
poem of “ The Descent into Hell ” 
appeared in 1830, and “ The Judg- 
ment of the Elood” in 1834, and 


both were republished many years 
afterwards, enlarged and re- 
arranged. He has wiutten “Yi- 
dena,” a tragedy, acted in 1854 , 
“ Wife, or no Wife,” “ Agnolo 
Diora,” and a version of M. Le- 
gouve’s “ Medea,” “ The Roman 
Brother,” and “ Salvator, or the 
Poor Man of Naples,” two tragedies j 
“ The Life and Times of Girolamo 
Savonarola,” and some orations 
and lectures on Coleridge, and on 
poetry. He was for three years 
editor of the Monthly Magazine, 
and subsequently of the Christian's 
Monthly Magazine. In 1865 Mr. 
Heraud published “Shakspere: His 
Inner Life, as intimated in his 
Works.” In 1870 he reappeared as 
a poet, in a volume entitled “ The 
In-gathering,” which was followed, 
in 1871, by another “ war-epic,” on 
the conflict between Erance and 
Prussia, under the title of “The 
W ar of Ideas ” His latest works are, 
“ Uxmal . an Antique Love Story , ” 
and “ Macce de L5sdepart . an His- 
torical Romance,” 1878. 

HERBERT, John Rogers, R.A , 
born Jan. 23, 1810, at Maldon, 
Essex, where his father was comp- 
troller of customs; was sent to 
London in 1826, and became a 
student of the Royal Academy. 
Having lost his father two yeai*s 
after, he was obliged to abandon 
his course of study, and directing 
his attention to portraitui-e, before 
he was twenty-four had received 
sittings from many remarkable 
persons, among others, from her 
present Majesty, then Princess 
Victoria. &S earliest exhibited 
pictures (1830-5) consist of portraits, 
and he employed his pencil upon 
small poetical subjects, exhibited 
chiefly at the Biitish Institution 
in Pall Mall — “ The Appointed 
Hour,” in 1834 ; “ Haidee,” and 
“ Prayer,” in 1835 ; “ Captives 

detained foi a Ransom by Condot- 
tieiTij” in 1836 ; and “ Desdemona 
intercedmg for Cassio,” in 1837. 
Among the principal pictures of a 
somewhat later period were, in 
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1839j Constancy, — ' Love out- 
•watciied the drowsy guard/ and 
" Tlie Brides of Venice — ^the Proces- 
sion of 1528 ; "" and in 1840, Tlie 
Monastery in tlie Eourteentli Cen- 
tury — Boar-Hunters refreshed at 
the Ga-te of a Monastery/^ In 1840 
he painted a picture from the ages 
of chivalry, entitled "The Signal,” 
for which he received the prize at 
the British Institution. In 1841 
he exhibited "Pirates of Istria 
bearing off the Brides of Venice,” 
and was elected an Associate of the 
Academy. The picture of 1842, 
^^The &st Introduction of Chris- 
tianity into Britain,” co mm enced 
that series from religious subjects 
by which the artistes best fame has 
been attained. His principal sub- 
sequent works have been : — "Christ 
and the Woman of Samaria,” 
exhibited in 1843 5 "Sir Thomas 
More and his Daughter witnessing 
four Monks going to Execution,” 
now in the Vernon Gallery; "St. 
Gregory teaching the Eo man Boys 
the Chant,” in 1845; and "Our 
Saviour subject to his Parents at 
Hazareth,” in 1847. In 1846 he was 
elected E.A , and in 1848 invited to 
assist in 'deeoratmg the new Houses 
of Parliament. The subject allotted 
to him was the illustration of 
Shakspere^s "Lear,” in the Poets'' 
Hall. "Lear Disinherits Cordeha,” 
an oil-painting, was exhibited at 
the Academy in 1849. To Mr 
Herbert was assigned the decora- 
tion of the Peers^ robing-room with 
subjects from the Old Testament, 
one of which, entitled "Illustra- 
tions of Justice on the Earth, and 
its Development in Law and Judg- 
ment,” was completed in 1864. For 
this admirable fresco Parliament 
voted him a handsome sum, in 
addition to the original price agreed 
upon He and Mr. Maclise were 
long engaged on this work, in which 
the " water-glass ” method has been 
adopted in this country, a process 
which secures great dm’abihty. His 
fresco, "Moses Descending from , 
the Mount with the Tables of the I 


Law,” is in the principal committee- 
room of the House of Lords. In 
1856, Mr. Herbert lost his eldest 
son and pupil, Mr. Arthur J, Her- 
bert, whose painting of "Philip 
and Velasquez,” exhibited in that 
year, gave the highest hope of 
futia*e eminence. Since that date 
Mr. Herbert's subjects have been 
almost wholly of a religious cast, 
being mostly taken from the life of 
St. Mary Magdalen. In Dec , 1869, 
Mr. Herbert was elected a foreign 
corresponding member of the French 
Academie des Beaux-Arts, in the 
room of the late Baron Leys. His 
picture, "The Judgment of Daniel,” 
painted for the House of Lords, 
was exhibited in 1881. 

BGEEBEET, Ettth, the daughter 
of a Somersetshire squire, born in 
1834, made her first appearance in 
London at the Olympic Theatre in 
1856, on which occasion she per- 
formed the character of Clarisse in 
"Retribution,” a drama, and at 
once established herself in the fore- 
most rank of her profession. In 
1864 she undertook the manage- 
ment of the St Jameses Theatoe, 
and added greatly to her reputation 
by her powerful delmeationof Lady 
Audley, in a piece founded on Miss 
Braddon's celebrated novel. It is 
not only in romantic drama that 
Miss Herbert has distinguished 
herself. Her representation of the 
heroines of old comedy and in the 
plays of Sheridan is considered one 
of the most successful of modern 
times. Her name is especially 
identified with the character of 
Lady Teazle, and the " School for 
Scandal,” produced under her 
management, achieved the longest 
run since its first production. In 
the direction of the St. Jameses, 
Miss Herbert displayed consider- 
able energy. 

HEREFORD, Bishop op. (See 
Ati/At, Dr.) 

BDERFORD, Edward, was born 
at Birmingham in 1815, and prac- 
tised for many years as a solicitor 
at Manchester, of which town he 
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was appointed m 1839 assistant 
Town Clerk In 1873 lie was put 
upon tlie commission of the peace 
for the county palatine of Lancas- 
ter. Mr. Herford originated and 
largely conducted the following 
associations in Manchester and the 
neighbourhood — The three Ly- 
ceums — cheap literary and recrea- 
tive institutions for the working 
classes j the Lancashire and Che- 
shu*e Association of Mechanics^ 
Institutions ; the Young Men^s 
Anti-Monopoly Association j the 
Poor Law Association; the Man- 
chester Church Institute , and the 
Eree and Open Church Society 
(1857)^ whose operations for the 
last quarter of a century have been 
directed to restoring the ancient 
freedom of parish churches to rich 
and poor ahke^ and for providing 
that in the churches the pa- 
rishioners should be freely admitted 
to all the services. The system of 
^^Eree and Open Churches^' ori- 
ginated by Mr. Herford was very 
widely adopted^ not only in his own 
neighbourhood^ but throughout the 
kingdom. In many old parish 
churches pews illegally appropriated 
were restored to the parishioners 
In many recently-built churches 
the weekly offertory and the free 
and open system were introduced 
in consequence of the energetic 
advocacy of it by Mr Herford and 
those associated with him. In 
other cases a sort of compromise 
between the two rival systems has 
been effected, in virtue of which at 
least one-half of the church, and 
that as advantageously situated 
and in every respect as commodious 
as the other moiety, has been made 
free and open to ^ parishioners, 
without distinction. In 1840 Mr. 
Herford projected Tlie l^orth of 
England Magazine, a short-lived 
periodical • and in 1879 he formed 
the National Committee for abohsh- 
ing Purchase in the Church Among 
Mr. Herford's writings are pam- 
phlets on Eree and Open 
Churches ; Law of Eree Parish 


Churches;” and "Pew-rents fatal 
to the National Church.” 

HEPOENEOTHEE, His Emi- 
nence Josef, Cardinal-Deacon of 
the Holy Eoman Chm’ch, was born 
at "Wurzburg, in Bavaria, Sept 15, 
1822, and stuped in his native city, 
at Munich, under Dr Dollmger, 
and at Eome. In 1852 he was ap- 
pointed Professor of Canon Law 
and Church History in the Univer- 
sity of Wtirzburg, having in the 
previous year (1851) published at 
Eatisbon "De Catholiese Ecclesia3 
Primordiis reeentiormn Protestan- 
tium Systemata expenduntur disser- 
tatione historico-dogmatiea, quam 
auctoritate et consensu illustris 
Theologorum ordinis in alma uni- 
versitate Ludovico - Maximilianea 
legendi facultatem rite adepturus 
publice defendit J Hergenrother, 
S. Theol. Doctor ” Dr. Hergen- 
rother won the admiration and con- 
fidence of Catholic G-ermany by his 
treatise on '"The State of the 
Church since the Erench Eevolu- 
tion” ("Die Kirchenstaat seit der 
franzosichen Eevolution” Ereiburg 
im Breisgau, 1860), in which he 
thoroughly treats of not only the 
external relations and vicissitudes 
of Eome and the patrimony of St. 
Peter, but also, and princip^y, of 
the religious, social, and agricul- 
tural condition of the people. In 
his work on the origin of the 
Greek Schism, Dr. Hergenrother 
next came forward as the defender 
of the Holy See, which had been 
taunted by Dr. Pilcher with having 
given rise to that lamentable 
separation. In order to perform 
his task thoroughly the learned 
professor visited the principal 
European libraries, and was oc.eu- 
pied for several years in examinmg 
the most important manuscripts 
bearing on Photius, and the in- 
fluence he exercised on the Church 
of Constantmople The result was 
the publication of " Monumenta 
grseca ad Photium ejusque his- 
toriam pertinentia,” Greek and 
Latin, Eatisbon, 1869 ; and Pho- 
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tins, Patriarcli von Constantinopel, 
Sein Leben, Seine Scbriften, imd 
das griechisclie Scbisma/' Begens- 
bnrg, 1876, etc. By these works on 
Photins Dr. Hergenrotber proved 
himself to be one of the best Greek 
scholars of onr time. No sooner 
had Dr. Bollinger taken a hostile 
position against Pins IS. and the 
(Ecumenical Yatican Council than 
Dr. Hergenrother opposed him in 
several minor worli; in ^^Anti- 
Janus. Eine historisch-theologische 
Kritik der Sehrift " Der Papst und 
das Concil, von Jamis/ Frei- 
burg im Breisgau, 1870 (“Anti- 
Janus . an historico-theological 
Criticism of the work entitled 
*The Pope and the Council, by 
Janus ; ^ translated from the O-erman 
by James Burton Bobertson, with 
an introduction by him, giving a 
history of GaUicanism from the 
reign of Louis XIV. down to the 
present time/^ Dublin, 1870) ; and 
lastly in his “Katholisehe Karche 
und christHchen Staat in ihrer ges- 
chichtlichen Entwickelung und in 
Beziehung auf die Pragen der 
Gegenwart,'*' Freiburg im Breis- 
gau, 1872 (translated mto English 
under the title of “ Cathohc Church 
and Christian State; A series of 
essays on the relation of the Chm’ch 
to the Civil Power,'^ 2 vols., 1876). 
This latter work was also trans- 
lated into Italian, Profesor Her- 
genrother has likewise published 
“ Cardinal Maury. Eia Lebensbild 
aus Dem Ende des vorigen und 
dem Anfange des jetzigen Jahr- 
hunderts,^^ Wurzburg, 1878 j and a 
“ Handbook of Gener^ Ecclesiasti- 
cal History " (“ Handbuch der all- 
gemeinen Kirchengeschichte,"Frei- 
bui'g, vol. I. 1876, vol. II. 1877, 
supplemental volume, 1880). He 
was one of the German divines who, 
at the invitation of Pius IX., took 
part in the preparatory labours of 
one of the theological commissions 
that preceded the assembling of 
the Yatican Council. He was 
created and proclaimed a cardinal 
May 12, 1879, with the diaconal 


“title'' of 8. Nicola in Carcore. 
His Eminence is Prefect of the 
Apostolic Archives. 

HERKOMEE, Hubbbt, A.B.A., 
was bom in 1849, at Waal, in 
Bavaria. His father, Lorenzo Her- 
komer, who is a skilful wood-carver, 
emigrated with his family, in 1851, 
to the United States, but in 1857 
sought to improve his fortunes in 
England, and settled in South- 
ampton. As a boy, Hubert was 
hindered much in his education by 
ill health and poverty; but at 
thirteen he entered the Art School 
at Southampton, and won a bronze 
medal there. In 1865 he went 
to Munich with his father (who had 
been commissioned to carve copies 
of figmres by Peter Yischer), and 
while there the young artist was 
aided in his studies by Professor 
Echter In 1866 he entered the 
schools at South Kensington, but 
after five months was obliged to 
return to Southampton, where he 
was instrumental in establishing a 
drawing-school for the study of the 
living model ; and at Christmas in 
that year he and the young artists 
associated with him held an ex- 
hibition of their works, in which he 
sold his first picture. In 1867 he 
went again to South Kensington for 
a few months, and in the follomng 
year he established himself in the 
village of Hythe, and there spainted 
two pictures, which he exhibited at 
the Dudley gallery ( 1868) . He then 
came to London, and occupied him- 
self successfully with water-colour 
painting and designing for the wood 
engraver. In 1871 Mr. Herkomer 
was invited to join the Institute of 
Painters in Water Colours, and to 
the gallery of this Society, and 
subsequently to the Grosvenor and 
the Academy Exhibitions, he has 
contributed many drawings, chiefly 
of Bavarian subjects, and latterly 
some with figures or portraits about 
the scale of Nature. The oil picture, 
“ After, the Toil of the Day," in the 
Academy Exhibition of 1873, ex- 
tended his reputation and prepared 
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the way for The Last Muster ” 
(1875), the memorable picture of 
Chelsea pensioners, which after ap- 
pearing* in the Lecture Room at 
Burlington House in 1875, figured 
at the Paris Exhibition of 1878, and 
was there awarded one of the two 
gi'and medals of honour carried off 
by the English school. Subse- 
quently the artist tui-ned his atten- 
tion to etching and other branches 
of practice. His later pictures, 
exhibited at the Royal Academy, 
are : — At Death^s Door,^^ 1876, a 
picture of peasants of the Bavarian 
Alps in prayer, awaiting the arrival 
of the priest who is to administer 
the last sacraments of the Church to 
a member of the family j ‘^‘'Ber 
Bittgang,'^ peasants praying for a 
successful harvest, 1877, Even- 
tide: a Scene in the Westminster 
Union,” “A Welshwoman,” and 

Souvenir de Rembrandt,” 1878 , 
“Relating his Adventure,” 18795 

God's Shrme,” Grandfather's 
Pet,” " Two Sides of a Question,” 
and “Wind-swept,” 1880 5 “Miss- 
ing,” a scene at the Portsmouth 
dock-yard gates after the loss of the 
Atalanta, 1881 5 “ Homeward,” 
1882 5 and “ Hatural Enemies,” 
1883. Mr. Herkomer was elected 
an Associate of the Royal Academy 
June 19, 1879; and in the same 
year he was elected an honorary 
member of the Imperial Academy 
of Vienna. In Sept., 1881, he re- 
ceived from the Hochstiftung of 
Frankfort -on- Main a diploma of 
membership and mastership of the 
Institute., 

HERVE, Aime Marie Edouard, 
a French journalist, born May 28, 
1835, at Saint-Denis, in the island 
of Reunion, is the son of a professor 
of mathematics in the college of 
that town, where he commenced his 
studies, which he terminated in a 
particularly brilliant manner in 
Paris at the College Hapoleon. In 
1854 he entered the Normal School, 
being the first on the list for pro- 
motion in the department of litera- 
ture, but he sent in his resignation 


shortly afterwards in order that he 
might devote his undivided atten- 
tion to journalism. He was con- 
nected first of all with the Revue de 
Vlnstruction JPuhliquey and the Revue 
Contemjpomine^ to which he con- 
tributed (1860) the political sum- 
mary ; and he then became editor 
of the Courrier de Rimanche (1863), 
of the Temps (1864), and of the 
JEpoque (1865). The hostility of 
the Government having rendered 
it almost impossible to continue 
his connection with a French news- 
paper, he transferred his services to 
the Journal de Geneve, of which he 
became oue of the principal corre- 
spondents. After the publ cation 
of the Imperial letter of Jan. 19, 
1867, inaugurating a new system 
for the press, M. Herve established, 
in conjunction with M. J ean Jacques 
Weiss, the Jou^mal de Pans (1867), 
which became noted for its persistent 
attacks on the Imperial regime. At 
the general election of May, 1869, M. 
Herve came forward, in the circon- 
scription of Arras, as the candidate 
of the Liberal opposition, under the 
patronage of M. Thiers, but he was 
defeated at the poll by the ofScial 
candidate, M. Sens. M. Weiss 
having retired from the strife 
of poHtical jpurnalism, on being 
nominated general secretary of the 
Ministry of Pine Arts, M. Herve 
remamed sole editor of the Journal 
de Pans, and on Feb. 5, 1873, he 
started the Soleil, a large political 
halfpenny newspaper, which at 
the outset was merely an offshoot 
of the Jornmal de Pans, and con- 
ducted by the same literary staff. 
After the visit of the Comte de Paris 
to Frohsdorff which preceded the 
attempt to re-establish the ancient 
monarchy, M. Herve proclaimed 
loudly “the reconciliation of the 
House of France,” and engaged, 
with reference to this subject, in an 
animated controversy with M. Ed- 
mond About, the editor of the Dir- 
Neuvieme Slide . The dispute ended 
in a duel, in which M. About was 
slightly woimded. After the pro- 
0 0 ^’ 
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clamatioii of tlie Septennatej M 
Herve supported the policy of the 
Broglie^ Cissey^ and Buffet Cabinets 
On April 28^ 1876, M!* Herve an- 
nounced to the readers of the 
Journal de Paris the discontinuance 
of that journal, after nine years of 
a stormy existence ; and since then 
he has remained editor of the Solei' 
He has published in book form, 
under the title of Une Page 
d'Histoire Contemporaine/* 1869, 
a series of articles on the elections 
in England, and the leading states- 
men of this country 
HERVEY, The Hoit. and Eioht 
Rev. Loud A^thitr Charles, D D„ 
Bishop of Bath and Wells, fourth 
son of Frederick William, fifth Earl 
and first Marquis of Bristol, and 
uncle to the present Marquis, was 
bom Aug. 20, 1808, and educated 
at Eton and at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, where he proceeded 
M.A. in 1830, being placed sixth in 
the first class in classics. Having 
held a country curacy for a year, in 
1832 we find him appointed rector 
of Ickworth, Suffolk, a living in the 
gift of his father, to which was 
added, in 1833, the adjacent living 
of Horningsheath, in the same 
patronage. In 1862 he was promoted 
to the archdeaconry of Sudbury j 
and in Hov. 1869 he was nomi- 
nated by the Crown, on the re- 
commendation of Mr. Gladstone, to 
the bishopric of Bath and Wells, 
vacant by the resignation of Lord 
Auckland. He was consecrated on 
Dee. 21 in Westminster Abbey, 
Dr. Temple being consecrated at 
the same time to the see of Exeter. 
His lordship is Visitor of Wad- 
ham College, Oxford In addition 
to vaiions single sermons and 
charges'*^ lie has published — A 
Pew Hints on Infant Baptism,” 
1838, ‘■^National Education in the 
Principles of the Church connected 
with the National Prosperity,” 
1838 , 'Tlianksgiving Sermons for 
Indian Victories,"" 1846, Sermons 
for the Sundays and Principal Holy- 
days throughout the Year,"" 2 vols., i 


1850 ,* Missionary Sermons,"" 
preached in Ely cathedral, 1851 ; 
“ The Genealogies of our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ, as contained 
in the Gospels of Matthew and 
Luke, reconciled with each other, 
and with the Genealogy of the House 
of David, from Adam to the Close of 
the Canon of the Old Testament, 
and shown to be in Harmony with 
the True Chronologyof the Times,” 
1853; ^^'A Suggestion for Supply- 
ing the Literary, Scientific, and Me- 
chanics" Institutes of Great Britain 
and Ireland with Lecturers from the 
Universities,"" 1855 ; "" The In- 

spiration of Holy Scripture,"" five 
sermons preached before the Uni- 
versity of Cambridge, 1856; ''A 
Letter to the Rev. C Wordsworth, 
D.D., on the Declaration of the 
Clergy on Marriage and Divorce,"’ 
1857, and Increase of the Epis- 
copate . A Letter to the Lord Bishop 
of Ely,” 1866. He has been a 
contributor to Dr Smith’s “Dic- 
tionary of the Bible,” and to the 
“ Speaker’s Commentary.” At one 
time he was well known as an 
opponent of the High Church party, 
and his correspondence with Arch- 
deacon Denison on the subject of 
symbolic observances in the cele- 
bration of the Holy Cominnnion was 
published in 1871-2. He married, 
in 1839, Patience, daughter of Mr. 
John Singleton, and has had issue 
five sons and throe daughters 
HERVEY, Eleanora Louisa, 
daughter of George Conway Mon- 
tague, Esq , of Lackliam House, 
Wilts, horn at Liverpool in 1811, 
was married to the late T. K. Hor- 
vey, the poet, in 1843. At an early 
age she contributed poems to the 
annuals, and her dramatic iioem, 
'The Landgrave,” was published in 
1839. This was followed at intervals 
by “Margaret Russell,” an auto- 
Mographical sketch ; “ The Double 
1laim,” a tale , “ The Juvenile 
'alendar, or Zodiac of Flowers,” 
Christmas hook, illustrated by 
Doyle ; “ The Pathway of the 
Fawn,” illustrated by G. Thomas j 
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• and Tlie Feasts of Cainelot/' 
published m 1863. Mrs T K. 
Hervey is the authoress of nume- 
rous essays and tales in various 
periodicals 

HESSE -DAEMSTADT, I>bince 
OF. (See Loms ) 

HESSE Y'j The Ven. James 
Augustus, D.C.L , eldest son of 
J A Hessey, Esq., horn in London 
in 1814, was educated at Merchant 
Taylors^ School, and went to St. 
Jolin^’s College, Oxford, of which he 
was for some years a resident fellow 
and lectiu'er. He graduated B.A. in 
1836, taking a first-class in Litens 
Kimianiorihus ; was appointed Pub- 
lic Examiner in 1842, and Select 
Preacher in his University in 1849 
From 1845 to 1870 he was Head 
Master of Merchant Taylors* School, 
and from 1850 to 1879 Preacher of 
Gray*s Inn In 1860 he preached 
the Hampton Lectoes at Oxford, 
the subject being Sunday, its 
Origin, History, and Piesent 
Obhgation considered,** of which 
four editions have been pubhshed 
He has also written Schemata 
Ehetonca,** '^A Soriptui'e Argu- 
ment against permitting Marriage 
with a Wife*s Sister,** Biographies 
ofthe Kings of Judah,” several small 
pamphlets and sermons, and some 
articles in Dr. Smith*s ‘'^Dictionary 
of the Bible ** In 1860 Dr. Hessey 
was appointed by Dr. Tait, Bishop 
of London, to the Prebendal stall 
of Oxgate, in St. Paul*s Cathedral, 
which he resigned in 1875 ; in 1865 
was elected to the office of Grinfield 
Lecturer on the Septuagint by the 
University of Oxford, and, on the 
expiration of the two years* tenure, 
was elected in 1867 for two years 
more. At Christmas, 1870, Dr 
Hessey resigned the Head Master- 
ship of Merchant Taylors* School, 
having a few weeks previously been 
appointed by Dr. Jackson, Bishop 
of London, one of his lordship*s 
examining chaplains. In Nov., 
1870, he was nominated to preach 
the Boyle Lecture for 1871 and the 
two following years, his subject 


being “'The Moral Treatment of 
Unbelief ** His lectiues have been 
published by the S P C K. under 
the title of “ Moral Difficulties con- 
nected with the Bible,** of which 
many thousand copies have been 
sold in England and America. 
From 1872 to 1874 he was Classical 
Examiner for the Indian Civil Ser- 
vice. Dr. Hessey was appointed 
Archdeacon of Middlesex in June, 
1875, and has published his six 
annual “Charges to his Clergy and 
Chiu’chwardens.** He is a Governor 
of St. PauTs, Highgate, and Eepton 
Schools, and in 1878 and 1879 was 
Select Preacher in the University 
of Cambridge. Dr. Hessey is one 
of the three permanent chairmen of 
the Society for Pi’omotmg Christian 
Knowledge, and is an active mem- 
ber of nearly all the Church So- 
cieties He has also, both by his 
writings and his personal efforts, 
taken a great part in resistmg pro- 
posals for altermg the laws of mar- 
riage. 

HEUETLE Y, The Eev. Chables 
Abel, D.D., born about 1806, was 
educated at Corpus Christi College, 
Oxford, of which he was successively 
scholar and fellow j was presented by 
his college to the rectory of Fenny 
Compton, Warwickshire, in 1840 , 
discharged the office of Bampton 
Lecturer m 1845 ; and was appointed 
to an Honorary Canonry in Worces- 
ter Cathedral in 1848. In 1853 he 
was elected Margaret Professor of 
Divinity, to which is attached a 
canonry in Christ Church Cathedral ; 
and in 1864 a member of the Heb- 
domadal Council. Dr.Heurtley,who 
has been three times appointed one 
of the select preachers of the Uni- 
versity of Oxford, is the author 
of several volumes of sermons. 
University and Parochial, includ- 
ing his Bampton Lectures “ On 
Justification,** and of “ Har- 
monia Symbolica, a Collection 
of Creeds belonging to the An- 
cient Western Church,** 1858, 
together with pamphlets on the 
Eucharist, on Prayer addressed to 
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Christy and on the Age of the 
Athanasian Creed. 

HEWETT, Sib Pbescott 
C-ABENEB, Bart., E.R.S., received 
his professional education at St 
George’s Hospital and in Pans, on 
the completion of which he passed 
his examination, and became a 
member of the Eoyal College of 
Surgeons of England July 16, 1836. 
He was made an honorary Fellow of 
the College when the new charter 
was granted to that institution in 
Dec., 184*3 In 1867 the Fellows of 
the College elected him a member 
of the Council. He had previously 
been appointed a Professor of 
Hu m an Anatomy and Physiology 
In 1876 he succeeded Sir James 
Paget as President of the College, 
and in July, 1883, he was created a 
baronet. He is one of Her Majesty’s 
Serjeant-Surgeons, and also Sur- 
geon in-Ordinary to the Prince of 
Wales. He is the author of some 
valuable papers in the Transac- 
tions of the Pathological and Cli- 
nical Societies, of which he has 
Med the president’s chair. He 
is also a member of many learned 
and scientific societies at home and 
abroad. 

H E W E T T, Eeae - Admibal 
Sib William: Nathan Weights, 
K C,B , K.C S I., Y.C., second son 
of the late Mr William Wrighte 
Hewett, by Susan Moore, daughter 
of the late Eev John Maddy, D.D., 
was bom at Brighton in 1834. He 
entered the Eoyal Navy in 1847, 
and became Lieutenant in 1864, 
Co mman der in 1858, Captain in 
1862, and Eear- Admiral in 1878. 
He served with the naval brigade 
in the Burmese war and in China, 
and also in the Bussian war of 
1864-5, for which he received the 
Order of the Legion of Honour and 
the Sardinian war medal. The 
Victoria Cross, with two dates, 
was also conferred upon him for 
^nspicuous bravery in the field 
®®bastopol and Inkermann. 
The official record of those services 
IS as follows : — f*" On the occasion of 


a repulse of a sortie of Eussians by 
Sir De Lacy Evans’s division on Oct. 
26, 1864, Mr Hewett, then acting 
mate of H.M.S. Beagle, was in 
charge of the right Lancaster 
Battery before Sebastopol The 
advance of the Eussians placed the 
gun in great jeopardy, their 
skirmishers advancing within 300 
yards of the battery, and pouring 
in a sharp fire from their Minie 
rifles. By some misapprehension 
the word was given to spike the gun 
and retreat ; but Mr Hewett, tak- 
ing upon himself the responsibility 
of disregarding the order, replied 
that ^ such an order did not come 
from Captain Lushington, and he 
would not do it till it did” For 
the gallantry exhibited on this 
occasion the Board of Admiralty 
promoted him to the rank of Lieu- 
tenant. On Nov. 5, 1854, at the 
battle of Inkermann, Captain 
Lushington again brought before 
the Commander - in - Chief the 
services of Mr. Hewett, saying, ' I 
have much pleasure in again bring- 
ing Mr. Hewett’s gallant conduct 
to your notice.’ ” He commanded 
the Beagle at the capture of Kertch 
and Yenikali, and m the Azoff 
expedition. During the Ashantee 
war of 1873-4 he was commodore on 
the west coast of Africa, and he was 
present at Amoaful and the capture 
of Coomassie. For his services he 
was created a Knight Commander 
of the Order of the Bath (March 81, 
1874). Subsequently he severely 
punished the Congo Eiver pirates 
for outrages (1875h He was ap- 
pointed Commander-in-Chief on 
the East India station in 1882, and 
in the same year for his services 
when in command of naval forces 
in the expedition to Egypt he re- 
ceived the thanks of Farliamont. 
He was created a Knight Com- 
mander of the Order of the Star of 
India in 1882. 

MYSE, Paul, a German poet 
and novelist, horn March 16, 1830 
at Berlin, where his father was a 
distinguished university professor 
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and philologist. He was educated 
in the Erederick-WiUiam Gym- 
nasium of his native city, and in 
the Universities of Berlin and 
BonUj where he applied himself to 
the study of philology. In 1852 he 
repaired to Italy^ to examine the 
manuscripts in the public libraries 
of Eomej ElorencCj and Yenice. In 
Mayj 1854, he was summoned to 
Munich by King Maximilian, and 
he there married the daughter of 
the eminent writer on art, Eranz 
Kugler. He has written some 
tragedies, wlaich have been per- 
formed in various towns of Ger- 
many, viz , " Erancesca di Bimini,” 
1850 j '' Ourika,” 1852 j '^Meleager,” 
1864 j " The Men of the Palatinate 
in Ireland (Die Pf alzer in Irland),” 
1855 j Elizabeth Charlotte,” 1860 ; 
''The Counts Von der Eschej” 
and some others, wh^ch, though 
never presented on the stage, have 
been eagerly read by a wide circle 
of readers. He has also produced 
narrative and epic poems. "The 
Brothers,” 1852 ; " Theda,” a poem 
in nine cantos, 1858 j and a certain 
number of collections of metrical 
tales and novels (" Gesammelten 
Hovellen in Yersen,” 1863). Be- 
sides these, he has published 
various works on philology and 
aesthetics. His latest production is 
" Don Juanas End,” a tragedy, 
1883. His collected works were 
published m 14 vols, 1872 — 80. 

HEYWOOD, James, P.B.S., fifth 
son of the late Mr Nathaniel Hey- 
wood, banker, of Manchester, born 
May 28, 1810, was educated at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where 
he was a senior optime in 1833, but 
did not graduate B.A. tiU. 1857, 
when enforced subscription to the 
Thirty-nine Articles was abolished 
by the Cambridge Hmversity 
Beform Act, which he did much to 
promote. He was called to the bar 
in 1838, but did not practise ; was 
one of the members for North 
Lancashire from 1847 till 1857, and 
whhst in the House of Commons 
took an active part in discussions on 


academical subjects. In April, 
1850, he moved for an address to 
the Queen for a Boyal Commission 
of Inquiry into the Enghsh Univer- 
sities, and the prime minister (Lord 
J. Bussell) intimated his intention of 
recommending her Maj'esty to issue 
a commission at some future day. In 
1851 he made a motion agamst aca- 
demical tests, but was counted out 
On the order of the day (Jime 24, 
1854) for the considei'ation of the 
Oxford University Bill as amended, 
Mr. Heywood moved and earned, by 
252 votes against 161, the abolition 
of religious tests at matriculation, 
but was beaten the same evening in 
an attempt to abolish aU tests on 
taking degrees, though eventually 
(June 29) he carried a clause by 
233 agamst 78, in favour of then* 
abohtion for a liachelor’s degree in 
arts, law, and medicine A clause 
in the Cambridge Umversity 
Beform Bill doing away with tests 
on taking degrees in arts, law, 
medicine, and music, was carried by 
118 to 41 (June 20, 1856). Wc. 
Heywood published "History of 
University Subscription Tests,” in 
1853 5 translations of " The Early 
Cambridge Statutes,” in 1855 5 
"Academical Beform and Univer- 
sity Bepresentation,” and " The 
State of Biblical Bevision,” in 
1860 ; and " Cambridge University 
Transactions during the Puritan 
Controversies.” 

HIBBEBT, JoHK Tomlinson, 
M.P., eldest son of the late Elijah 
Hlbbert, of Oldham, by Elizabeth, 
daughter of the late Mi' A. Hilton, 
was born at Oldham m 1824, and 
educated at Shrewsbury school and 
at St. John’s College, Cambridge 
(B A. 1847 ; M.A. 1851). He was 
called to the bar at the Middle 
Temple in 1849. Mr. Hibbert, 
who is a Liberal in politics, un- 
successfully contested Cambridge 
in March, 1857, Oldham in 1859, 
and Blackburn in Sept 1875. He 
succeeded in his candidatiue for 
Oldham in May 1862, and he con- 
tinued to represent that borough 
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till tlie general election of Jan. 18^4, 
when he was an unsuccessful can- 
didate, but on the death of Mr. 
Cobbett in 1877 he regained his 
seat, and he was again returned 
at the general election of April, 
1880. Mr. Hibbert was Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Local 
Government Board fiom 1872 to 
Peb 1874, and on the formation 
of the Gladstone ministry in May, 
1880, he was reappointed to his 
former office, winch he held till 
June 1883, when he was nominated 
Under- Secretary at the Home Office, 
m succession to the Eail of Rose- 
bery He is a magistrate and 
deputy-lieutenant of the county 
palatme of Lancaster. 

HIGGINSOH, SiE James Macau- 
lay, K.C.B., son of the late Major 
James Hlgginson, of the 10th Boot, 
born in 1805, was educated at 
Portoia School, near Enniskillen, 
and Trinity College, Dublin. Join- 
ing the Bengal army in 1824, he 
served with the 58th regiment 
during the Bhuctpore campaign, 
and successful assault of that for- 
tress in 1826 , was appomted to the 
staff of the army in 1828, and filled 
the posts of aide-de-camp to Lord 
"Wiliiam Bentinck, Governoz’-Gene- 
ral of India , Presidency Pay- 
master, Private and Military Secre- 
tary to the Governor of Agra, 
Private Secretary to Sir Chiu’les 
Metcalfe, Governor -General of 
Canada ; Supermtendent of the 
Mysore Princes, and Agent to the 
Governor-General at the Court of 
Moorshedahad. On returning to 
Europe he accompanied Lord Met- 
calfe to Jamaica in 1839 as Secre- 
tary to the Governor ; and in 1843 
followed that distinguished states- 
man to Canada, where he filled the 
joint offices of Civil Secretary and 
Superintendent of Indian affairs; 
and, on the retirement of Lord 
Metcalfe, he was selected by his 
successor, the Earl Cathcart, to 
perform the duties of Private and 
Military Secretaiy. From 1846 to 
1850 he held the appointment of | 


Governor and Commander-in-Chicf 
of the Leeward Islands, when he 
was transferred to the Governor- 
ship of Maimtius He was created 
a Companion of the Bath in 1851, 
a JKnight Commander in 1856, and 
retired in 1857, after thirty-three 
years of foreign service. 

HIGGIHSON, Thomas Went- 
worth, born at Cambridge, Massa- 
chusetts, Dec. 22, 1823 He gradu- 
ated at Harvard College in 1811, 
studied divinity, and was minister 
of several Unitarian churches until 
1858, when, having entered actively 
into political affairs, notably in the 
anti-slavery conflict in Kansas, he 
abandoned the pulpit. In 1862 he 
became captain in a Massachusetts 
regiment of volunteers, and after- 
wards colonel of a coloured regi- 
ment in South Carolina. He was 
severely wounded in Aug 1863, and 
left the service in the following 
year From the close of the war 
to 1878, he resided at Newport, 
Rhode Island, but since 1878 has 
lived at Cambridge, Massachusetts. 
He is an earnest advocate of woman 
suffrage, and since 1880 has been 
I a member of the Massachusetts 
Legislature He has published 
'^Out-door Papers” (1S63), 
hone, an Oldport Romance ” (1869), 
and "" Oldport Days ” (1874), both 
depicting life at the watering- 
place of Newport; ^'Ai’my Life in 
a Black Regjiment” (1870) , "'Har- 
vardMemorial Biographies” (1866); 
'^Atlantic Essays” (1871) ; “ Brief 
Biographies of European States- 
men ” (1875) ; a " Young Folk's 
History of the United States ” 
(1875) ; Book of American Ex- 
plorers” (1877) , Short Studies of 
American Authors ” (1879) ; ""Com- 
mon Sense about Women” (1881). 

HILDYARD, The Rev. James, 
B.D., eighth son of the late Rev. 
Wilham Hildyard, born in 1809, 
was educated at Shrewsbury School 
under Dr. Butler, and at Christ's 
College, Cambridge, where he gra- 
duated B.A., in 1833 as Second 
Classic and Chancellor's Medallist, 
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having previously gained sis gold 
Medals for Greek and Latin odes 
and epigrams^ two prizes for Latin 
essays^ and the Battie^s University 
Scholarship. He became Bellow 
and Tutor of his College^ and was 
one of the preachers at Whitehall 
in 1843-4. On the death of Hr 
Arnold he was an unsuccessful can- 
didate for the Head Mastership of 
Eugby Schools and was appointed 
rector of Ingoldsby, Lincolnshire, 
in 1846 He has published some of 
the plays of Plautus, with Latin 
notes and a glossary, several Ser- 
mons, and “Ingoldsby Letters on 
Liturgical Eevision,” 3rd edition, 
1860-61, in which the arguments of 
the Episcopal Bench against a revi- 
sion of the Book of Common Prayer 
are freely discussed. He is also 
the writer of several other treatises 
on sub]ects of the day, and monthly 
contributor of “Eeflections after 
the manner of Boyle, to the Parish 
Magazine. 

HILES, Henet, Mus. Doc., born 
at Shrewsbury Dec. 31, 1826, was 
educated privately in his native 
town. Dr Hiles has held several 
m’gan appointments in London and 
Manchester, and was appointed 
Lecturer on Harmony and Musical 
composition at the Owens College, 
Manchester, in 1880, which appoint- 
ment he still holds. He is the 
conductor of several important 
musical societies in and near Man- 
chester. He graduated Mus. B. at 
Oxford m 1862 and Mus. Doc. m 
1867. Dr Hiles gained the prize 
for the best organ composition 
offered by the College of Organists 
in 1864, 1865, and 1868 ; also the 
prize for the best anthem, in 1865 ; 
and the prize offered by the Man- 
chester Gentlemen^s Glee Club 
(1878) for the best serious Glee. 
He is well known as the author of 
several standard works on harmony 
— especially “ The Grammar of 
Music 5 a Treatise on Harmony, 
Counterpoint, and Eorm ; and as 
the composer of a large < 5 [uantity 
of church music j also as the author 


of an Oratorio “The Patriarchs,” 
several cantatas (such as “Zayre 
Pastoral,” and “ The Crusaders ”), 
and many songs and organ pieces 
of classical form. 

HILL, Pbank Haeeison, born 
at Boston, in Lincolnshhe, Beb. 6, 
1830, was educated at Manchester 
Hew OoUege, graduated B.A., in 
the London University in 1851, and 
was afterwards called to the bar 
by the Society of Lincoln's Inn. 
In 1860 he acted as one of the 
secretaries of the Trades Umon 
Committee of the Social Science 
Association, to the printed volmnes 
of whose reports he furnished, 
among other contributions, a paper 
on Trade Combinations in Sheffield. 
In the same year he went to Ireland 
as editor of the Norihan Whig. 
This post he held imtil the begin- 
nmg of the year 1866, when he 
became one of the assistant-edi- 
tors and political writers of the 
Daily News, of which journal he 
became, in 1870, editor-in-chief. 
Besides a volume entitled “Poli- 
tical Portraits,” 1873, consisting 
of sketches of living Enghsh states- 
men, which appeared originally in 
the Daily News, and an essay on 
Ireland, published in the volume 
of “ Questions for a Eef ormed Par- 
liament' 1867. Mr. HiU is the 
author Of a great number of articles 
on hterary, philosophical, and poli- 
tical subjects, in the National, Port- 
nightly, and Saturday Reviews, and 
other periodicals. 

HILL, The Eight Eev. Eowley, 
D.D., Bishop of Sodor and Man, is 
the third son of the late Sir George 
Hill, Bart , of St. Colombs, co. 
Derry, by Elizabeth Sophia, eldest 
daughter of Mr. John Eea, of St. 
Colombs, and brother of the late 
Sir John Hill, the fourth baronet. 
He was bom in 1836, and educated 
at Trinity College, Cambridge 
(B.A, 1859 j M.A., 1863; D.D., 

fions causd, 1877). He was or- 
dained deacon in 1860, and priest 
in the following year, by the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury. Having held 
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the ctiracies of Christ Chiirch, 
Dover (1860-61)^ and of St. Mary’s 
Marylehone (1861-63)^ he was ap- 
pointed in 1863 vicar of St. Luke’s 
Church, Edgware Road, and he 
held the rectory of Brant, Sussex, 
from 1868 to 1871, and the vicai-age 
of St. Michael, Chester Square, 
from 1871 to 1873. In the latter 
year he was appointed to the im- 
portant vicarage of Sheffield, and 
he was made Rural Bean of Shef- 
field in the following year. He 
was also a Canon of York Cathedral 
(1876), and Chaplain to the Mar- 
quis of Abergavenny.

HILLS, The Riq-ht Rev. Georoe, 
B.B., Bishop of Columbia, eldest 
son of the late Rear-Admiral George 
Hills, was bom at Eyethom, Kent, 
m 1816. He was ordained deacon 
in 1827, and priest in 1829. ffis 
academical education he received in 
the University of Durham, where 
he graduated B.A. in 1835, M A. in 
1838, and B.B. in 1858. He was 
appointed lecturer of Leeds parish 
church in 1841 j incumbent of St. 
Mary’s, Leeds, in 1846 ; vicar of 
Great Yarmouth in 1848 j and 
honoi^y canon of Norwich Cathe- 
dral in 1850, He was also elected 
proctor for Norwich in Convocation, 
and was chaplain to the union and 
gaol of Great Yarmouth until he 
was consecrated the first Bishop of 
British Columbia in 1859. He 

married in 1865 Mary Philadelphia 
Louisa, eldest daughter of the late i 


Admiral Sir Richard King, Bart , 
K.C.B. 

HINCKS, SieEra.ncib,K.C.M.G., 
C.B., a native of Cork, brother of 
the late Rev. E. Hincks, the archse- 
ologist, was born at Cork, in 1807, 
and after receiving his education 
at the Royal Belfast Institution, 
settled in Canada, where he became 
a member of the Provincial Par- 
liament. A strenuous advocate of 
" responsible government,” he 
maintained, in opposition to what 
had been previously the recognized 
theory, that the Governor of Canada 
should govern through ministers 
possessing the confidence of the 
Provincial Parliament, and respon- 
sible to it After a long struggle 
the complete recognition of this 
principle was obtained from the 
Home Government. Soon after he 
became Prime Mmister, and held 
this office for some years under the 
late Lord Elgin. On ceasing to 
command a majority in Parliament, 
he retired. He was appointed 
Governor of Barbadoes in 1855, and 
was Governor of British Guiana from 
1862 to 1869, when he retired, and 
was made a Knight Commander of 
the Order of St. Michael and St. 
George. On October 11, 1860, ho 
was sworn in as Finance Minister of 
the Dominion of Canada, in the 
place of the Hon. John Rose, re- 
signed, and held that office till 
1873, when he retired from public 
life. 

HIND, John RirssBLii, F.R.S., 
astronomer, was the son of a lacc- 
manufactui’er, who was one of the 
first introducers of the Jacquard 
loom into Nottingham. He was 
horn there May 12, 1823. From the 
age of six his mind was intent on 
the study of astronomy In 1839-40 
he contributed a number of astro- 
nomical notes to the NotHngham 
Journal and Vearden's Miscellany, 
As an assistant to a civil engineer, 
he was sent, in 1840, to London, but 
he sought an appointment more in 
accordance with his tastes. By the 
proposition of Professor Wheat- 
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stone to Mr. Airy, tlie Astronomer- 
Eoyalj he received a post as assist- 
ant to the Magnetical and Meteoro- 
logical Department of the Eoyal 
Ohservatory. For a period of three 
months, m 1843, Mr. Hind was 
engaged in the Government expe- 
dition sent to ascertain chronologi- 
cally the longitude of Valentia, in 
Ireland. He received the appomt- 
ment of observer in the private 
observatory of Mr. G. Bishop, of 
Eegent's Park, in June, 1844. In 
this year he was admitted a Fellow 
of the Astronomical Society. He 
published his first work — Solar 
System” — in 1846. In 1847 he 
accepted the Foreign Secretaryship 
of the Eoyal Astronomical Society. 
During the following year he was 
elected a corresponding member of 
the Societe Philomatique of Paris. 
For his discovery of a planet in 
February, 1847, he received a gold 
medal from the King of Denmark. 
He published his “ Expected Eeturn 
of the Great Comet of 1264 and 
1666,” in 1848. On September 13, 
1850, he discovered Victoria.” In 
May of the same year he was 
chosen a corresponding member of 
the National Institute of France, to 
succeed the late Professor Schu- 
macher. Irene” he discovered 
May 19, 1851 ; Melpomene,” 

June 24, 1852 ; Fortuna,” August 
22, 1852: Calliope,” November 
16, 1852 ; and “ Thalia,” December 
15, 1852. His ^^Astronomical 

Vocabulary ” appeared in 1852 
During the same year he was 
awarded the gold medal of the 
Eoyal Astronomical Society ; was 
granted a pension of ^8200 per 
annum ; published his " Eeplies to 
Questions on the Comet of 1566,” 
and received for the third time the 
Lalande Medal, from the Academy 
of Sciences, Paris, and a prize of 
about 300 francs, for the discovery 
of four new planets in the short 
period of a year. His Illustrated 
London Astronomy” appeared in 
1853. In the same year he dis- 
covered on the 8th November, 


"Euterpe;” and "Urania” on 
July 22 of the following year. The 
" Elements of Algebra ” was pub- 
lished in 1855, and his " Descrip- 
tive Treatise on Comets” in 1857. 
He has contributed his observations 
to the Transactions of the Eoyal 
Astronomical Society ; the publica- 
tions of the Paris Academy; the 
Astronomische Kachrichten; Comptes 
Rendus; Nature; the Athenc&um; 
and other periodicals. At the 
annual meetmg of the Eoyal 
Astronomical Society, held on Feb. 
13, 1880, he was elected president 
for the ensuing year. 

HINGESTON-EANDOLPH, The 
Eev. Francis Charles. (See Ean- 

DOLPH.) 

HITCHCOCK, Boswell 
Dwioht, D.D , LL.D., born at 
Machias, Maine, Aug. 15, 1817. 
He graduated at Amierst College 
in 1836. After graduation he was 
prmcipal of an academy at Jaffrey, 
New Hampshire, 1836-7 ; he entered 
Andover Theological Seminary in 
1838 ; was a tutor at Amherst 
1839-42 ; taught in several semi- 
naries, and in 1845 became pastor 
of a Congregational church at 
Exeter, New Hampshire. In 1852, 
having passed a year in study at 
Halle and Berlin, he resigned his 
pastorate, and became Professor of 
Natural and Bevealed Beligion in 
Bowdoin College. In 1855 he was 
appointed Professor of Church 
History in Union Theological 
Seminary, New York, a position 
which he still holds. In 1866 he 
travelled in Italy and Greece, in 
1869 in Egypt and Palestine ; and 
in 1871 was chosen President of the 
American Palestine Exploration 
Society. On the death of Dr. 
Adams in 1880 he succeeded him 
as President of the Union Theo- 
logical Seminary, still retaining his 
professorship. From 1863 to 1870 
he was one of the editors of the 
American Theological Review^ to 
which he furnished many papers, 
mostly upon ecclesiastical hi^ory. 
Besides discourses and sermons, he 
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lias published: ^^Life of Edward 
Eobinson^ B D ” (1863) ; “A Com- 
plete Analysis of the Bible” (1869) ; 
in connection with Br. Schaff, 

Hymns and Songs of Praise ” 
(1874) ; Hymns and Songs for 
Social and Sabbath Worship” 
(1875) ; and Socialism ” (1878) 
He is a member of the New York 
Historical Society and of the 
American G-eographical Society, 
and has been a trustee of Amherst 
since 1869. 

HOAE, Ebenezeb Eockwood, 
LL.B., bom at Concord, Massachu- 
setts, Eeb. 24, 1816. A B. (Harvard), 
1835. He was admitted to the bar 
in 1840, and practised in Middlesex 
and the neighbouring counties. He 
was appointed a Judge of the Court 
of Common Pleas in 1849, but 
resigned in 1855, and returned to 
the practice of his profession, in 
Boston. In 1859 he was appointed 
a justice of the Supreme Court of 
Massachusetts, and held that office 
for ten years, when he resigned to 
become TJ.S. Attorney-G-eneral. In 
1870 he was nominated by the 
President as one of the Justices of 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States, but his nomination was not 
confirmed. He was a member of 
the High Commission which nego- 
tiated the Treaty of Washington in 
1871. In 1872 he was elected a 
Eepresentative in Congi'ess, and in 
1874 was an unsuccessful candidate 
for the United States Senate. 

HOAE, GrEOROE Erisbie, brother 
of Br. Ebenezer Eockwood Hoar, 
was bom at Concord, Massachusetts, 
Aug. 29, 1826. A.B. (Harvard), 
1846. He was admitted to the bar 
in 1849, and began practice at 
Worcester, where he still resides. 
He was a member of the State 
House of Eepresentatives in 1852, 
and of the State Senate in 1857. In 
1868 he was elected a Member of 
Congress, and was re-elected three 
times, declinii^ the nomination for 
a fifth time. From 1874 to 1880 he 
was an Overseer of Harvard j was 
a delegate to the Eepublican 


National Convention of 1876, and 
President of that of 1880. He 
was elected a U.S. Senator from 
Massachusetts, his term expiring 
Maich 4, 18S3. 

HOBAET, The Hon. Augustus 
Charles, generally known as Ho- 
bart Pasha, Marshal of the Turkish 
Empire, is the third son of the 
Earl of Buckinghamshire, by his 
first wife Mary, eldest daughter of 
John Wilhams, Esq, King’s Ser- 
jeant, and sister of the Eight Hon 
Edward Vaughan Williams, the 
eminent Judg e He was born April 1 , 
1822 In 1836 he joined the Eoyal 
Navy, and was distinguished while 
a midshipman for his zeal in 
command of men -of -war’s boats 
employed in the suppression of the 
slave trade in Brazilian waters. In 
reward for these services he was, in 
1845, appointed to the Queen’s 
yacht, where he served two years. 
Buring the Crmiean war he was in 
command of H.M S. Dnver in the 
Baltic,^ and was highly commended 
in official dispatches for his gallant 
conduct during the captui’e of 
Bomarsund and the attack on Abo. 
Having retired from active service 
on half-pay, he found employment 
diming the American Civil War, 
from^ 1861 to 1865, in commanding 
a swift blockade-runner, the Don, 
along the coast of North Carolina, 
and keeping up maritime communi- 
cations with the Southern States, 
in spite of the Eederal blockading 
squadron. He published a narra- 
tive of these experiences, under the 
name of “Captain Eoberts.” In 
1862 he became a post-oaptain, and 
in 1868 was appointed by the Turkish 
Grovernment to a high command in 
the Ottoman navy. In 1867 he was 
sent, in command of the Tui'kish 
fleet,to Crete,with unlimited powers, 
and orders to stop the proceedings of 
the Greek blockade-runners. For 
this service, and for his conduct in a 
delicate negotiation off Syria, in the 
cause of general peace, he received 
high class decorations and honours 
from the Austrian; French; and" 
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Turkish Governments. On Ins re- 
turn to Constantinople^ he was pro- 
moted by the Sultan to the rank of 
Pasha^ and created a full admiral. 
Admiral Hobart Pasha afterwards 
served as Inspector-General of the 
Turkish navy He was long occupied 
with the reorganisation and develop- 
ment of the Turkish navy, which 
owes its state of efficiency to his 
practical knowledge and untiring 
energy. In June, 1871, the Queen 
granted him her royal license to 
accept and wear the insignia of the 
second class of the Imperial Order of 
theMedjidie, conferred upon him by 
the Sultan. In 1867 the Greek Mi- 
nister had called the attention of 
Her Majesty's Government to the 
fact that Hobart Pasha had been 
engaged on behalf of Turkey in the 
Cretan blockade; and the Admiralty, 
at the instance of the Foreign Office, 
struck his name off the British 
Navy List. In 1874, however. 
Admiral Hobart Pasha addressed a 
letter to Lord Derby, admittmg 
that he had committed a breach of 
naval discipline by accepting service 
under the Turkish Government 
without leave, but addmg — Dur- 
ing seven years that have elapsed 
since that time I have endeavoured 
to maintain the character of an 
Englishman for zeal, activity, and 
sagacity, and I have been fortunate 
enough to obtain a certain European 
reputation of which I hope I may 
be justly proud. I prevented by 
my conduct during a very critical 
period at the end of the Cretan Ee- 
volution (while I was in command of 
a large Turkish fleet) much blood- 
shed, and, many people think, a 
European war. I have organised the 
Turkish navy in a way which has led 
to high encomiums as to its state 
from all the Commanders-in-Chief 
of the English fleets who have lately 
visited Constantmople. I have es- 
tablished naval schools, training and 
gunnery ships ( and here I have been 
ably seconded by English naval 
officers) While doing all this to- 
wards strengthening the navy of our 


ally, I naturally have made many 
enemies . . All that they can find 
to say (and it is bitter enough) is. 
He has been dismissed the English 
service,' without, of course, explain- 
ing the cause. This is most painful 
to me, and is very detrimental to 
my ah'eady difficult position." He 
therefore asked that his offence 
might be overlooked, and that he 
might be relieved from the ban of 
disgrace." This application was sup- 
ported by the Earl of Derby, as a 
matter of Imperial policy," consi- 
dering it to be of material advantage 
that Admiral Hobart Pacha should 
occupy the position he held in Tur- 
key. The Lords of the Admmalty 
therefore consented to allow the 
Hon. Augustus Hobart to be rein- 
stated in his former rank as a 
Captain in the Eoyal Navy, placing 
him on the retired list (Nov 28, 
1874), with the opportunity of rising 
by seniority to the rank of a retired 
Admiral On the outbreak of the 
war between Eussia and Turkey 
Admiral Hobart Pasha was ap- 
pointed to the command-in-chief 
of the Black Sea Fleet of Turkey 
As our Government had issued a 
proclamation of neutrality, this 
appointment naturally attracted 
public attention, and the question 
was raised in Parliament whether 
he, being on the official list, and 
still nominally in Her Majesty's 
service, should not be required to 
resign altogether his connection 
with the British navy or to relin- 
quish his position in the Turkish 
fleet This question was soon 
answered in a practical manner by 
his formal withdrawal from Her 
Majesty's service, and his election 
to remain with the Sultan of Ttn*- 
key On Jan 8, 1881, the Sultan 
raised him to the rank of ^^Mushir" 
and Marshal of the Empire. He is 
the first Christian on whom this 
honour has been conferred. He 
married, first, in 1848, Mary Anne, 
second daughter of Mr Colquhoun 
Grant, (she died April 13, 1877) ;

Bolton Johnston, Esq , was born 
at Bushy Park, Rathfarnham, co 
Dublin, Feb. 15, 1830. She mar- 
ried, in 1846, the late Adam Murray 
Stewart, Esq., of Cromleich, co. 
Dublin, and secondly, in 1858, her 
present husband. Mrs. Cashel 
Hoey has written for several lite- 
rary journals since 1860, and is the 
author of the following novels : — 
"A House of Cards,” "Falsely 
True,” "A Golden Sorrow,” "Out 
of Court,” " Griffith's Double,” 
"All or Nothing,” "The Blossom- 
ing of an Aloe,” "No Sign,” and 

The Question of Cam,” 1882. 
Mrs. Cashel Hoey is a contributor 
to Chambers^ Journal^ Temple Bar, 
All the Year Bound, Belgravia, and 
other periodicals, and the translator 
of several works from the French 
and Italian languages. Among 
the former are "The Memoirs of 
Madame de Remusat,” " The King's 
Secret,” " 1794 : a Tale of the 
Terror,” and The History of 
Fashion in, France.” 

HOFMANN, August Wilhelm, 
M.D., F.E.S., Prof essor in Ordinary 
of Chemistry in the Dniversity of 
Berlin, was bom at Giessen, April 
8, 1818. In 1836 he entered the 
Dniversity of Giessen, where, in 
1842, he graduated as Ph.D. From 
1842 to 1844 Dr. Hofmann acted as 
assistant to Baron Liebig, at Gies- 
sen, and m 1845 habflitated as 
Private Docent of Chemistry in 
the Dniversity of Bonn. In the 
autumn of the same year he became 
Professor of Chemistry in the Royal 
College of Chemistry in London, and 
in 1853 Professor in the Royal 
School of Mines in London. In 
1863 Dr. Hofmann was nominated 
Professor of Chemistry in the Dni- 
versity of Bonn, and was entrusted 
with the organization of the new 
laboratory. In 1865 he was called 
to Berlin as the successor of Mitz- 
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scherliclij where lie established the 
new Berlin laboratory. The dis- 
tinguished Professor is a member 
of the Imperial Academy of Sciences 
of Berlin, a corresponding member 
of the French Academy, of the 
Academies of St PetersburgjVienna, 
Amsterdam, and Bavaria. He is 
also a Fellow of the Eoyal Society 
of London, and of other learned 
bodies. Professor Hofmann is 
M.D. of the University of Bonn, 
and LL.D. of Aberdeen and Cam- 
bridge. He is a Chevalier of the 
Prussian Order of the Crown, an 
Officer of the French Legion of 
Honour, a Knight of the Italian 
Order of SS. Maurice and Lazarus, a 
Knight-Commander of the Austrian 
Order of Francis Joseph, and of the 
Order of the Italian Crown, Br. 
Hofmann has written a large 
number of chemical monographs 
especially in the department of 
organic chemistry, and reports 
relatii^ to the great Industrial 
Exhibitions. He has also written 
the weH-known ^^Introduction tc 
the Study of Modern Chemistry. 
In 1875 the Eoyal Society of Lon 
don awarded the Copley Medal t< 
him for his numerous contribution! 
to the science of chemistry 
HOGG, Lietjtenant-Colokel 
See James Macnaohten McGarel 
Bai*t., was born at Calcutta in 1823 
He is the eldest son of the late Eight 
Hon. Sir James Wen Hogg, for- 
merly Member of Council for India, 
who for many years represented 
Beverley and Honiton in Parlia- 
ment. The present baronet was 
educated at Eton, and at Christ 
Church, Oxford. He joined the 
1st Life Guards in 1843, and be- 
came Major and Lieutenant-Colonel 
in 1855. He left the army in 1859, 
having two years previously mar- 
ried the eldest daughter of the first 
Lord Penrhyn. In politics Sir James 
Hogg is a Conservative. He repre- 
sented Bath from 1865 to 1868, 
and has sat for Truro from 1871 to 
the present time. On the assem- 
bling of Parliament in Kov , 1867, 


Sir James (then Colonel) Hogg was 
selected to second the address. On 
the death of Sir John Thwaites in 
the autumn of 1870, Sir James 
Hogg, who had been a member of 
the Metropolitan Board of Works 
since 1867, was selected by his 
colleagues for the onerous office of 
chairman of that body, a position 
to which he has since been annually 
re-elected. Sir James had previously 
been connected for many years with 
local administration, having been 
a member of the St Margaret and 
St. John VeBtr 3 ^ the Westminster 
District Board of Works, and sub- 
sequently of the Guardian Board 
and Vestry of St George, Hanover 
Square, which latter body he repre- 
sented at the Metropolitan Board. 
On the completion and opening of 
the Chelsea Embankment in May, 
1874, Sir James Hogg was created 
a K C.B., and he succeeded to the 
baronetcy on the death of his 
father. May 27, 1876 Sir James 
assumed the prefix of McGarel to 
his surname by royal licence in 
1877, on succeeding to the Antrim 
estates of the late Charles McGarel, 
Esq , of Maglieramorne. 

HOGG, Eobekt, LL D , F L S , 
born at Dunse, Korth Britain, in 
1818, was educated at a private 
school in Ills native town and at 
Edinburgh Dr Hogg has all 
through life been engaged in hor- 
ticultural and botanical pursuits, 
and is best known by his works on 
the former sub 3 ect, and the active 
part he has taken in promoting all 
objects tending to the advancement 
of horticulture. In conjunction 
with Sir Joseph Paxton and the 
late Mr. Eivers, he founded, in 
1854, the British Bornological So- 
ciety, which ultimately became the 
Fruit Committee of the Eoyal Hor- 
ticultural Society. He was one of 
the promoters and general secretary 
)f the Great International Hor- 
ticultural Exhibition held at South 
Kensington in 1866; was reporter 
on classes 71 and 85, at the Paris 
Universal Exhibition of 1867, and 
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in 1869 was one of the delegates 
from the British G-ovemment to the 
Great Exhibition at St. Petersburg, 
when he received from the Emperor 
Alexander II the presentation of a 
malachite table. Dr. Hogg is a 
Eellow of the Linnaean Society , a 
member of the Council and Vice- 
President of the Eoyal Horticultural 
Society; and is associated with 
several other scientific societies at 
home and abroad, both as an hono- 
rary and a corresponding member. 
He is author of "A Hand-book of 
Hardy Annuals,” 1837; “Manual 
of Emits,” 1848 ; “ British Pomo- 
lc>gy/^ which has been translated 
into German, 1851; "The Dahlia,” 
1825; "The Vegetable Kingdom 
and its Products,” 1868 ; " The 
Fruit Manual,” which has passed 
through four large editions since 
1860 ; “ The Gardeners’ Year Book,” 
published annually, "The Wild 
Flowers of Great Britain;” and 
other works. Dr. Hogg is editor 
and proprietor of the Journal of 
Sorticulture, founded in 1848. 

H OH E N L 0 HE-SCHILLINGS- 
FITRST, Clod WIG- Cabl Victor, 
Prince op, born at Eothenburg, 
March 31, 1819, is the second 
son of Francis Joseph, Prince of 
Hohenlohe-Schillingsfurst (of the 
line of WaldenburgX On the death 
of his father in 1841, Clodwig had 
just begun his judicial and historical 
studies in the University of Gottin- 
gen. A year later, after having 
passed his examination with dis- 
tinction, he took a subordinate 
position in the public service as 
Auscultator in the Office of Justice 
at Ehrenbreitstem. He next be- 
came Referendary of the Govern- 
ment at Potsdam. While working 
chus dihgently at his post in Prus- 
sia, the Landgrave of Hessen- 
Eheinf els-Eothenburg died, and the 
princely family of Hohenlohe suc- 
ceeded to a rich inheritance, in- 
cluding the lordships of Eatibor 
and Corvey. The event, however, 
did not alter Clodwig’s position 
His elder brother took the domains 


of Eatibor and Corvey, to which 
the King of Prussia, WiUiam IV., 
added the title of Duke. In 1815, 
on the death of his brother, Philip 
Ernest, Clodwig succeeded, with 
the consent of his elder brother, 
to the old family seat of Schillings- 
furstj and, forsaking the Prussian 
service, took up his permanent resi- 
dence in Bavaria. Thus at twenty- 
seven years of age he became an 
hereditary member of the Bavarian 
parliament. The ministry, mean- 
while, in Frankfort, sent him as 
ambassador to Athens, Florence, 
and Rome. In 1849 he returned to 
Frankfort. Having married the 
Princess of Sayn-Witgenstein, by 
whom he has a numerous family, 
he retired for some ten years into 
private life, paymg frequent visits 
to England, France, and Italy. In 
1860 the prince again entered on 
parliamentary life, and favoured 
throughout an alliance with Prus- 
sia. Towards the end of 1866 the 
youthful king requested Hohenlohe 
to prepare and lay before him a 
programme of the principles which 
'ere to serve eventually as a minis- 
terial policy. Prince Hohenlohe 
fulfilled Ins commission to the satis- 
faction of the kmg, and on Jan. 1, 
1867, succeeded Pfordten as Bava- 
rian minister. The whole of Ger- 
many at last adopted the Hohen- 
lohe programme. In 1868 and 18G9, 
Prince Hohenlohe was elected Vice- 
president of the Customs Parlia- 
ment of the German Federation. 
In his capacity as Foreign Mmister 
of Bavaria, he issued his famous 
circular of April 9, 1869, dii-ecting 
the attention of the European cabi- 
nets to the serious consequences 
likely to arise from the decrees of 
the CEcumenical Council of the 
Vatican. Hoping to get the Pope 
to withdraw his political opposition, 
and viewing mere rehgious innova- 
tions with exti’eme indiffierence, the 
Prussian Government slighted the 
warnings of the Bavarian minister, 
and refused to tako action against 
the contemplated decrees. In con- 
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sequence of this desertion by the | 
principal exponent of the TJnity 
party. Prince Hohenlohe could not 
hold out against the attacks of the 
combined Particularists, Cathohcs, 
and Austriacanti m the Bavarian 
Parliament, and had to resign 
(March 7, 1870). He now resumed 
his seat in the Munich House of 
Peers, and in a few months, on 
France threatening war, made him- 
self con^icuous by insistmg upon 
the participation of Bavaria in the 
great national feud. Upon the suc- 
cessful termination of the war in 
1871, he was elected member of the 
first German Parliament, and, in 
recognition of his patriotic deserts, 
immediately became Yioe-President 
thereof. In May, 1874, after the 
deplorable exit of Count Harry 
Arnim, Prince Hohenlohe was 
chosen German Ambassador at 
Paris. He was one of the German 
plenipotentiaries at the Congress 
of Berlin in 1878. In August of 
that year he was re-elected to the 
Eeichstag, on the second ballot, at 
Forchheim, Kuhnbach, Bavaria, 
polling 9,800 votes, while his Catho- 
lic competitor had 8,600. 

HOHENZOLLEEN, H.E.H. Leo- 
pold, Hebeditast Pbince op, the 
eldest son of Pilnce Charles An- 
thony of Hohenzollern- Sigmarin- 
gen, was bom Sept. 22, 1836, and 
studied in the universities of Bonn 
and Berlin. His Eoyal Highness 
is well known in connection with 
his candidature for the throne of 
Spain, which ultimately gave occa- 
sion to the Franco-German war. 
On Sept. 12, 1861, the Prmce mar- 
ried the Princess Antonia of Por- 
tugal, by whom he has a numerous 
family. He is said to be an excellent 
Spanish scholar. 

HOLDEN, The Eev. Hubert 
Ashton, M.A., LL.D., member of 
an old Staffordshu’e family, was 
born in 1822, educated at Kmg 
Edwards’s School, Birmingham, 
imder the late Bishops of Peter- 
borough and Manchester, and at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, of ; 


which he became Fellow in 1847. 
After having obtained in his first 
year the Bell University Scholar- 
ship, he graduated B.A. as junior 
optima and senior classic in 1845. 
He discharged the duties of As- 
sistant-Tutor and Classical Lec- 
turer of his college until 1853, 
when he was appointed the first 
Vice-Principal of Cheltenham Col- 
lege. From 1858 to 1882 he was Head 
Master of Queen Elizabeth's Gram- 
mar School at Ipswich. Dr. Holden 
has edited “Aristophanes,” with 
notes (vol. i. 3rd ed. 1868 ; vol. ii., 
part only published, 1869) ; collec- 
tions of English Poetry and Prose, 
for translation into Greek and 
Latin, in four parts, entitled “ Fo- 
liorum Silvula” (part I. ed. 10, 
1882 j parts II. and III. ed. 3, 1864), 
and “Foliorum Centurise'' (ed. 8, 
1882) j select translations of the 
same, entitled “Folia Silvulss” 
(vol i. 1865, vol. li. 1870) , Cicero 
“De Officiis” (ed. 4, 1882) ; Cicero 
“ Speech for Plancius (1881) ; 
and “Minucius Felix,” for the 
Syndics of the Cambridge Uni- 
versity Press; also “Plutarch's 
Life of Themistocles,” with intro- 
duction and commentary for the 
Classical Series. 

HOLL, Francis, A.E.A,, en- 
graver, was bom March 23, 1815, 
in Camden Town, and educated by 
his father, Mr. William HoU, an 
eminent engraver. Mr. HoU's large 
engravmgs consist of “Coming of 
Age,” and “ The Eailway Station,” 
after W. P. Frith, E.A., and “ The 
Stocking Loom,” after Alfred El- 
more, E.A. He has also engraved 
many chalk heads after George 
Eichmond, E.A. For the last twenty 
years Mr. Holl has been employed 
by the Queen in engraving portraits 
of the Eoyal Family. These are 
all private commissions, which 
never came before the public. Mr. 
Holl also executed the engravings 
in Martin's ^^Life of the Pnnce 
Consort.” Mr. Holl was elected an 
Associate of the Eoyal Academy 
Jan. 16, 1883. 
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HOLLj Frank, E.A., son of Mr. 
Francis Holl, A.E.A., the eminent 
engraver, was born July 4, 1846, 
at St. Jameses Terrace, Kentish 
Town, and educated at Univer- 
sity College, London. Soon after 
he had passed the fifteenth year of 
his age his desire to be a painter 
led him to enter himself as a pro- 
bationer of the Eoyal Academy, 
and a few months subsequently he 
was admitted a student. At the 
distribution of prizes in 1862, Mr 
Holl received a silver medal for 
'^the best drawmg from the an- 
tique ; and also the premium of 
d610. A picture — "A Mother and 
Sick Child” — ^was painted by him 
about this time as a commission 
given by a cotton-merchant of 
Kochdale ; the work was never 
exhibited. In the competition of 
the students in the following year 
(1863) Mr. Holl was yet more suc- 
cessful, obtaining the gold medal, 
books, and a scholarship of £2o for 
two years, for the best historical 
painting,” and a silver medal for 
the second best drawing from the 
Hfe.” The subject of ifie picture 
for which the gold medal was 
awarded was ^‘’Abraham about to 
sacrifice Isaao,^^ In 1864 he made 
his first appearance as an exhibitor 
at the Koyal Academy with two 
pictures, one being ^'A Portrait,” 
the other bearing the title of 
Turned out of Church.” "A 
Fern-gatherer” was exhibited in 
1865, and in the next year The 
Ordeal,” a picture of a young 
artist exhibiting one of his works 
to a patron. In 1867 he produced 
two pictures which went a long way 
towards the realization of the suc- 
cess foreshadowed in The Ordeal.” 
These were respectively entitled 
A Convalescent ” and “ Faces in 
the Fire.” BCis only contribution 
to the Academy Exhibition of 1868 
was a striking portrait of his 
father. At the end of that year he 
gained the two years^ travelling 
studentship for painting.” The 
picture which obtained for Mr. Holl 


this distinction was exhibited in 
Burlington House in 1869, the year 
in which the Academy removed to 
Piccadilly from Trafalgar Square. 
It had for its title a passage from 
the book of Job — The Lord gave 
and the Lord hath taken away; 
blessed be the name of the Lord.” 
Among his works exhibited in sub- 
sequent years are: — '^Better is a 
dinner of herbs where love is, than 
a stalled ox, and hatred therewith,” 
1870 ; Winter,” and Ho 

Tidings from the Sea,” painted for 
the Queen, 1871 ; I am the 
Eesurrection and the Life ” — a 
village funeral, 1872 ; " Leaving 
Home,” a scene in a railway station, 
1873 ; Deserted,” 1874 ; " Her 
First-born,” 1876, Going Home,” 
1877; and “Newgate: committed 
for Trial,” 1878 He also exhi- 
bited at the rooms of Mr. Wallis 
and of Mr. Tooth a picture entitled 
“Want — ^her poverty but not her 
will consents ” — a picture of a 
woman pawning her weddmg ring ; 
“Doubtful Hope;” and “Gone — 
The Emigrant's Departure.” Mr. 
Holl was elected an Associate of 
the Eoyal Academy June 19, 1878. 
He has since exhibited “ The Gifts 
of the Fairies,” The Daughter of 
the House,” and “ Absconded,” 
1879 ; “ Ordered to the Front,” 
1880 ; “ Home again I ” 1881 ; 

and “ Millicent,” 1883. Among 
the numerous portraits executed by 
him may be mentioned those of 
Mr. Samuel Cousins, E.A , Signor 
Piatti, Major George Graham 
(Eegistrar-General), the Eev C. W. 
Payne Crawfurd, Mr Eupert Kettle, 
Sir Hemy Eawlinson, Lord de 
Tabley, Sir Frederick Eoberts, 
Yice-ChanceUor Sir James Bacon, 
Sir A. Hobhouse, and Viscount 
Cranbrook. Mr. Holl was elected 
a Eoyal Academician, M ar ch 29, 
1883. 

HOLLAND, Kino op. (See 
WrEiLiAM: III ) 

HOLLINGSHEAD, John, son of 
Mr. Henry E. HoUingshead, of the 
Irish Chamber, whose family have 

p p 2 
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long been connected witb. business 
in London, born in London, Sept. 9, 
1827, was educated at Homerton, 
and entered business early, but 
preferring journalism, became con- 
nected with several leading daily 
and weekly newspapers, as well as 
magazines. He joined tbe staff of 
Household Words in 1857, was a 
constant contributor to that period- 
ical and to All the Tear Round, tbe 
ComhxU Magazvne, 0-ood Words, 
and Once a Weeh. In 1859 be pub- 
lished a volume of contributions, 
chiefly upon city life, from House- 
hold Words, called “Under Bow 
BeHs 5 in 1860 another collection 
of papers, bearing on politics^ or 
political economy, called “Bubbing 
the G-ilt Off ; ” and a collection of 
home travels (originally contri- 
buted to All the Fear Bound), under 
the tiide of “Odd Journeys 5" in 
1861 a volume of papers from several 
magazines, under the title of 
“Ways of Life*/* and a work 
called “ lE^ged London in 1861,** 
upon the homes of the metropolitan 
poor. These were followed by 
“Underground London,** describ- 
ing the sewers, gas and water 
system of the metropohs , a collec- 
tion of stories called ^‘’Eough 
Diamonds , ** the Official History 
of the International Exhibition, 
prepared for the Eoyal Commis- 
sioners ,* and in 1864 by “ To-day,** 
a series of miscellaneous essays. 
He has written one or two original 
dramatic pieces, and was for ten 
years the dramatic critic of the 
Daily News, London Review, &c, 
and is a member of the Dramatic 
Authors* Society. Mr. HoUings- 
head has always been a devoted 
free-trader. When the agitation 
for the repeal of the paper duties 
was in existence, he helped it in 
every possible way, and when a 
crusade was made against the 
Music-halls by theatrical managers, 
to stop the infrmgement of the 
so-called diumatic privileges, he 
did all he could to promote free , 
trade in theatres and dramatic | 


representation. In con3unction 
with Mr. Dion Boucicault, he orga- 
nized a powerful agitation, which 
resulted in a Parliamentary com- 
mittee being appointed in 1866, 
before which Mr. Hollingshead was 
examined . The committee reported 
in favour of dramatic free-trade. 
The result of this agitation was to 
draw the attention of capitalists to 
the deficient first-class theatrical 
accommodation in London, and 
eighteen new metropohtan theatres 
have since been built One of 
these — ^the Gaiety Theatre, in the 
Strand — ^Mr. Hollingshead had the 
courage to take and open himself in 
December, 1868, and he still con- 
tinues its lessee and manager, and 
he has had three metropolitan 
theatres under his direction at one 
time, with the most powerful com- 
bination of actors in London. He 
is also the Director of the principar* 
theatre in Manchester. In 1879 he 
induced the whole Qomidie Fran'- 
ga%se to visit London and play for 
six weeks at the Gaiety. A collec- 
tion of his writings was published 
under the title of “ Miscellanies : 
Stories and Essays,** 3 vols.,18745 
and in 1877 he made a successful 
adaptation of MM. Meilhac and 
Halevy*s “La Cigale,** under the 
title of “ The Grasshopper,** 
HOLMES, Oliver Wendell, 
M D., bom at Cambridge, Massa- 
chusetts, Aug. 29, 1809. He gradu- 
ated at Harvard College in 1829, 
began the study of law, which he 
abandoned for that of medicine. 
Having attended the hospitals of 
Paris and other European cities, 
he commenced practice in Boston 
in 1836 ; in 1838 was elected Pro- 
fessor of Anatomy and Physiology 
in Dai-tmouth College •, and in 1847 
was appointed to a similar pro- 
fessorship in the Massachusetts 
Medical School, from which he 
retired in 1882. As early as 1836 
his contributions in verse appeared 
in various periodicals, and his 
reputation as a poet was established 
by the delivery of a metrical essay. 
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entitled Poetry/^ which was fol- 
lowed hy others in rapid succession. 
As a writer of songSj lyrics, and 
poems for festive occasions, he 
occupies the first place. He was 
for many years a popular lec- 
turer. In 1857 he commenced, in 
the Atlantic Monthlyj a series of 
articles under the title of "The 
Autocrat of the Breakfast Table,^^ 
which were followed, in 1860, by 
"The Professor at the Breakfast 
Table,^^ and in 1872 by " The Poet 
at the Breakfast Table.” In addi- 
tion he has published "Astrsea” 
(1850) ; " Currents and Counter- 
Currents in Medical Science ” 
(1861) ; "Elsie Yenner, a Bomance 
of Destiny ” (1861) j " Borderlands 
in some Provinces of Medical 
Science ” (1862) ; " Songs in Many 
Keys” (1861); "Soundings from 
the Atlaitio ” (1864) ; " Humorous 
Poems ” (1865) ; " The G-uardian 
Angel ” (1868) ; " Mechanism in 
Thought and Morals ” (1870) ; 
" Songs of Many Seasons ” (18/4) ; 
"John L. Motley, a Memoir” 
(1878) j " The Iron Gate and other 
Poems” (1880) ; and numerous 
poems recited at various reunions 
and dinners. Editions of his col- 
lected poems have appeared from 
time to time, the first in 1836, -die 
last in 1881. He is distinguished 
for his researches in microscopy 
and auscultation, and has conM- 
buted largely to current medical 
literature, as well as to the hterary 
journals and reviews. 

HOLYOAKE, Geobge Jacob, 
born at Birmingham, April 13, 
1817, was educated at the Me- 
chanics' Institution in that town. 
He was appointed Superintendent 
of Assistants of the first Exhibition 
of Arts and Manufactures held at 
Birmingham in 1839; Teacher of 
Mathematics to the MechanicsTnsti- 
tution there ; and one of the Lec- 
turers to explain the Social System 
of Eobert Owen (1841). In 1846 
he was awarded the five prizes 
offered by the Independent Order 
of Odd FeUows for five new Degree 


Lectures upon Knowledge, Charity, 
Justice, Science, and Progress He 
was Acting Secretary of the British 
Legion sent out to Garibaldi ; and 
Secretary of the Hyde Park Demon- 
stration Committee agamst Lord 
Palmerston's Conspiracy Bill. Mr. 
Holyoake is the founder of 
" Secularism,” a system which bases 
organised action on moral and 
scientific agreements apart from 
-atheism and theology. He is the 
author of numerous works on work- 
ing-class education, theological 
criticism, politics and co-operation ; 
"Dses of Euclid;” " jfeasoniug 
from Pacts;” ‘^^P^bhc Speaking 
and Debate ; ” “ Trial of Theism ; ” 
History of Middlesborough-on- 
Tees ; ” " Letters to Lord John 
Eussell on an Intelligence Pran- 
chise ; ” " The Political Situation ; ” 
‘■^The History of Co-operation in 
Eochdale,” which caused upwards 
of 250 co-operative societies to be 
founded m two years, and has been 
translated into the chief European 
and Indian languages; "History 
of the Co-operative and Social In- 
stitutions of Halifax ; ” " A History 
of Co-operation in England,” in 
two volumes; and "A Hew Defence 
of the Ballot,” which Mr. Bright 
described as the only original 
argument for it he had seen. He 
was the editor of thirty volumes of 
the Beasoner, Mr. Holyoake was 
the last person imprisoned in Eng- 
land for alleged atheism. The 
cause was an answer given in de- 
bate after a Lecture upon Home 
‘‘olonies (1841) Mr. Justice Erskine 
sentenced him to six months' im- 
prisonment. Mr. Holyoake was also 
the last person agamst whom an 
indictment was issued by the Court 
of Exchequer for publishing un- 
stamped papers in support of the 
Society for Eepealing the Taxes 
upon Knowledge, Mr. Holyoake 
having incurred upwards of 
•e600,0(X) of fines. The Eepeal of 
he Newspaper Stamp Act, however, 
caused the prosecution to be aban- 
doned. He was chiefly instrumental 
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in causing tlie Evidence Amend- 
ment Bill to be passed, whicli 
legalized purely secular affirma- 
tions, Mx. Holyoake liaving often 
incurred loss and public outrage 
througli refusing all Ms Me to 
take an oatb. He suggested and 
fumisbed tbe scheme of the series 
of Blue Books issued by Lord 
Clarendon, prepared by tbe Foreign 
Office on tbe "Condition of tbe 
Industrial Classes in Foreign Coun- 
tries.'*'* It was on bis suggestion, 
made when Lord John Manners was 
Commissioner of Works, that tbe 
bmeligbt was placed over tbe clock 
tower at Westminster, to denote at 
night when Parliament was sit- 
ting. His most recent work is tbe 
"Life of Joseph Eayner Stephens, 
Preacher, and Pobtical Orator.” 
In 1882 be a second time visited 
Canada and tbe United States to 
propose to tbe Q-ovemments of both 
countries to issue an Emigrant 
Ouide-Book, to be prepared and 
published on their authority, Mr. 
G-ladstone making Mr Holyoake 
a grant from tbe Pubbc Service 
Fimd in aid of this object. Me. 
Holyoake is editor of tbe Present, a 
secular and co-operative review. 

HOME, Daniel Douglas, known 
for several years in connection with 
spiritual manifestations, comes of 
a Scotch family, and was born m 
1833, near Edinburgh. He has 
visited nearly every country in 
Europe, and is understood to have 
been extensively consulted by 
crowned beads. In 1864 be was 
ordered to quit Home, the authori- 
ties being naturally unwilling to 
allow such a person to remain in 
the Pope's dominions. In an auto- 
biograpMcal sketch, " Incidents in 
my Life,” published in 1863, in 
which he enters mto tbe rationale 
of spirituabsm, he says, " The only 
good I have ever derived from ^ the 
gift' IS the knowledge that many 
who had never believed in a future 
existence are now happy, through 
me, in the certitude of the ^ bfe to 
come.'” In the trial of Lyon v. 


Home, tbe plaintiff sought to re- 
cover ^660,000 stock, given to Home 
at the alleged command of her de- 
ceased husband's spirit, between 
Oct.j 1866, and Feb., 1867 The 
suit was instituted on the 15tb of 
June, 1867, and tbe hearmg lasted 
from tbe 21st April to tbe 1st May, 
1868. A verdict was given for the 
plaintiff by the Vice-Chancellor, 
Sir Gr. M. G-iffard, on the 22nd May. 
In concluding, the ^udge said that 
"tbe system, as presented by the 
evidence, is mischievous nonsense ; 
well calculated, on tbe one hand, 
to delude tbe vain, tbe weak, tbe 
foolish, and tbe superstitious , and, 
on tbe other, to assist tbe projects 
of tbe needy and tbe adventurer.” 
A second series of "Incidents in 
my Life” was publisbed by Mr. 
Home in 1872. In 1858 be married 
tbe daughter of a Eussian noble- 
man, god-daughter of tbe Emperor 
Nicholas. She died in 1862, leaving 
a son. In 1871 Mr. Home married 
again a Eussian lady of noble birth. 

HONOLULU, Bishop op. {Bee

HOOD, The Ebv. Edwin Pax- 
ton, son of an old Engbsh sailor, 
who served under Nelson m the 
T^niSraire, born at Westminster in 
1820, was educated privately. He 
has been for many years a mmister 
of the Independent denomination, 
and preaches in London. He was 
for many years tbe editor of the 
Eclectic Review, and for some years 
edited the Preacher* s Lantern, He 
has written "Wordsworth, a Bio- 
graphy,” "The Age and its Archi- 
tects,” Life of Swedenborg,” 
" Self-Formation,” "The Peerage 
of Poverty,” "The Dark Days of 
Queen Mary,” " Tbe Golden Times 
of Queen Bess,” " Dream Land and 
Ghost Land,” " Genius and In- 
dustry,” "Literature of Labour,” 
" Old England,” " Mental and Moral 
Philosophy of ‘Laughter,” "Self- 
Education,” "The Uses of Bio- 
graphy, Eomantic, Philosophic, and 
Didactic,” Dark Sayings on a 
Harp,” and "The Earnest Minis- 
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ter ” He is the author also of a 
large volume entitled Lamps, 
Pitchers, and Trumpets Lectures/' 
on the vocation of the preacher, 
"Blind Amos/" "Bye-Path Mea- 
dow/" besides editing two bulky 
volumes, "The World of Anec- 
dote,"" and "The World of Eeli- 
gious Anecdote."" More recently 
he has pubhshed a course of lec- 
tures on "The Villages of the 
Bible."" He has been the biogra- 
pher of the distinguished Noncon- 
formist, the Eev. Thomas Binney. 
His latest prose works are an ela- 
borate exposition of the genius and 
philosophy of Thomas Carlyle ; 
" Oliver Cromwell : his life, times, 
battle-fields, and contemporaries"" 
(1882) 5 and Scottish Chn^acteris- 
ties"" (1883). He has also pre- 
sented himself in verse as the 
author of "The Maid of Nurem- 
burg "" and other voluntaries. Mr. 
Hood is well known to his own 
denomination as a preacher, and 
the author of many published ser- 
mons, and has an extensive popu- 
larity as a lecturer on subjects con- 
nected with general literature or 
social questions. 

HOOK, Jambs Clabkb, E.A., was 
bom in London Nov. 21, 1819. Bis 
father, Mr. James Hook, was the 
Judge Arbitrator in the Mixed 
Commission Courts, Sierra Leone, 
and his mother was the second 
daughter of Dr. Adam Clarke, the 
bibfical commentator. The future 
artist was entered as a student of 
the Eoyal Academy in 1836, and 
his progress from the outset was 
marked and encouraging. He took 
the first medals in the life and 
painting schools in 1842. He ob- 
tained the gold medal for historical 
painting in 1845, the subject being 

The Finding of the Body of 
Harold."" Up to this time Mr 
Hook had chiefly confined himself 
to subjects from English history, 
and occasional portraits. In 1846 
he obtained the travelling pension 
of the Eoyal Academy for three 
years, and in the same year married 


the third daughter of Mr James 
Burton, solicitor, and went to I+aly 
After eighteen months" absence, he 
gave up half his pension, and re- 
turned to England. He now began 
pamting subjects for Italian and 
French history and poetry, and 
occasionally from Scripture. Of

HOPE, Albxandee. James Bb- 
RESEORD Bbreseord, M.P., LL.D., 
youngest son of the late Thomas 
Hope, Esq., of Deepdene, Surrey 
(author of " Anastasius ”) , by Louisa 
Beresford, daughter of Lord Decies, 
Archbishop of Tuam, who married 
as her second husband the late 
Yiscount Beresford, G.C.B , bom in 
1820, was educated at Harrow and 
at Trinity College, Cambridge, 
where he graduated B.A. in 1841. 
He was one of the earhest members 
and president of the Cambridge 
Camden (afterwards the Ecclesio- 
logical) Society, and has taken an 
active part in the Church movement, 
and in artistic and architectural 
questions, as an avowed partisan of 
the Gothic side. He purchased in 
1844 the ancient buildings of St. 
Augustine's Abbey, Canterbury, as 
a college for missionary clergy, and 
was President of the Boyal Insti- 
tute of British Architects from 
1865 to 1867. He was one of the 
members for Maidstone from 1841 
till 1852, when he retired, but was 
re-elected for that borough in 
March, 1857. In 1859 he was an 
unsuccessful candidate for the Uni- 
versity of Cambridge, was defeated 
at Stoke-upon-Trent in 1862, and 
was elected for that borough in 
July, 1865. In 1868 he was elected 
for the University of Cambridge, 
which he still represents. He has 
always acted as an independent 
Conservative. In 1881 the Univer- 
sity of Dublin conferred on him 
the honorary degree of LL.D. Mr,

HOPKINS, Edward John, musi- 
cian, bom in 1818, received his 
early musical education in the 
choir of her Majesty^s Chapel 
Eoyal, St. James's, from 1826 till 
1833, and was a pupil of the late 
Mr. T. E. Walmisley. He became 
organist of Mitcham church, Sur- 
rey, in 1834, and was appointed 
organist to the Honourable Societies 
of the Inner and Middle Temple in 
1843. He has composed several 
chants, services, and anthems, 
which are performed in cathedral 
and collegiate choirs, of which the 
best known are the services in P, A, 
and the Unison Service in B flat, 
and the anthems, Let us now go 
even unto Bethlehem,” will 
wash my hands in innocency, O 
Lord,” Why seek ye the living 
among the dead ? ” and the anthem 
written for the occasion on which 
His Eoyal Highness the Prince of 
Wales was elected a Bencher of the 
Middle Temple, The Eing shall 
rejoice in Thy strength, O Lord.” 
Mr. Hopkins is also the editor of 
the music portion of the volume 
entitled The Temple Church 
Choral Service.” 

HOPKINS, John Labkin, Mus. 
Bac., cousin of Mr. Edward John 
Hopkins, bom in 1820, was edu- 
cated as a chorister in Westminster 
Abbey, and having been organist 
of Eiochester Cathedral, was ap- 
pointed to succeed the late Dr. 
Walmisley as organist of Trinity 
College, Cambridge, He is the 
author of a great number of chants, 
services, <S:c., of which the best are 
his services in C and m E flat. 

HOPKINS, Mark, MD., D.D , 
LL.D., born at Stockbridge, Massa- 
chusetts, Feb. 4, 1802. He gradu- 
ated at Williams College in 1824, 
and in 1828 commenced the prac- 
tice of medicine in New York. In 
1830 he was chosen Professor of 
Ehetoric and Moral Philosophy in 
Williams College, of which, in 
1836, he became President, and 


subsequently also Professor of 
Christian Theology He resigned 
the Presidency in 1872, still retain- 
ing the chair of Ehetoric and Moral 
Philosophy. In 1857 he became 
President of the American Board 
of Co mm issioners of Foreign Mis- 
sions. His principal works are

of Christianity ” (1846) 5 " Miscel- 
laneous Essays and Eeviews ” 
(1847) ; Lectures on Moral Philo- 
sophy (1858) ; The Law of Love, 
and Love as a Law : or, Christian 
Ethics ” (1869, new edition, 1881) ;

(1874). 

HOENBY, Yice- Admiral Sir 
Geopfret Thomas Phipps, K.C.B., 
is the son, by a sister of the late 
Field Marshal Sir John Burgoyne, 
of the late Admiral Sir Phipps 
Hornby, who served with great 
distinction in the French wars at 
the beginning of this century, who 
was a Heutenant on board the Vic- 
tory when she carried Lord Nel- 
son's flag, and who got a medal 
when in command of the Yolage in 
Sir W. Hoste's action off Lissa. 
The present Admiral, bom in 1825, 
entered the service on board the 
Princess Charlotte in 1837, and was 
present as a midshipman at the 
bombardment of Acre by Sir Eobert 
Stopford and Sir Charles Napier. 
He afterwards served under Ad- 
miral Percy at the Cape of Good 
Hope, under his father. Sir Phipps 
Hornby, in the Pacific, and on 
various other stations He has 
been twice round the world. Ad- 
miral Hornby has worked hard all 
his life at the theory and practice 
of his profession. When a young 
captam he got leave for a year and 
studied steam in the dockyard at 
Portsmouth. It was he who com- 
manded the first flying squadron as 
captain, with the rank of commo- 
dore, taking the squadron round 
the world. He has besides had 
great experience in manoeuvring 
fleets. He was Flag Captain to Sir 
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Sidney DacreSj when that officer 
commanded the Channel Fleet, and 
subsequently, as Bear- Admiral, he 
himself held that post, succeeding 
Admiral Wellesley. He attained 
flag-rank in 1869, and became Vice 
Admiral in 1875 . He was appointed 
Commander-in-Chief of her Ma- 
jesty's naval forces in the Mediter- 
ranean, and he held that respon- 
sible position during the trym^ 
times in 1878, when war was 
apprehended between this country 
and Bussia, and when our fleet was 
ordered to the Dardanelles. He 
was created a Hnight Commander 
of the Order of the Bath, Aug. 12 
1878. Subsequently he was appoint- 
ed to succeed Admiral Sir Charles 
Shadwell as President of the Royal 
Naval College, Greenwich, for a 
term of three years, to date from 
March 1, 1881. In addition to his 
professional acquirements. Admiral 
Hornby is a proficient mathemati 
cian and a good French scholar. 
He is also thoroughly acquainted 
with the routine of Admiralty 
affairs, having served under Mr. 
Ward Hunt as a Lord of th< 
Admiralty in Lord Beaconsfield'i 
Administration, as his father had 
served in that of the late Lord 
Derby. It may be added that 
Admiral Hornby is a cousin of Lord 
Derby and a brother of Dr. Hornby, 
the head master of Eton. He 
married in 1853 Emily Frances, 
daughter of the late Rev. John 
Coles, of Ditcham Park, Hants. 
He is a magistrate for Sussex, in 
which county he owns the residen- 
tial property of Little Green, near 
Petersfield. 

HORNBY, The Rev James 
John, D.D., son of the late Admiral 
Sir Phipps Hornby, G.C.B., of 
Little Green, Sussex, was bom at 
Winwick, in 1826, and educated at 
Eton under the Rev Dr. Hawrfcrey, 
and at BaUiol College, Oxford, 
where, in 1849, he took a first class 
in classics, besides distinguishmg 
himself in aquatic sports and in all 
athletic exercises. In 1849 he 


became a Fellow of Brasenose Col- 
lege, and in 1854 Tutor and Prin- 
cipal of Bishop Cosen's Hall in the 
University of Durham. Return- 
mg to Oxford in 1864, he became 
Classical Lecturer at Brasenose, 
and m 1866 was Senior Proctor of 
the University. At the close of 
the latter year he was elected 
Second Master of Winchester 
School, which post he retained till 
his appointment as Head Master of 
Eton in Jan. 1868. Dr Hornby 
was appointed one of Her Majesty's 
honorary chaplains in Feb. 1882. 

HORNE, Richasd Henoist, 
poet, essayist, and critic, bom 
early in the present century, was 
educated for the army at the Royal 
Military College, Sandhurst, but 
entered the Mexican navy as a 
midshipman ; was at the bombard- 
ment of Vera Cruz and the taking 
of the fortress of San Juan UUoa, 
and was in active service until the 
close of the war between Mexico 
and Spam. He had a narrow es=^ 
cape from a shark while swimming 
in the Bay of Vera Cruz, and sub- 
sequently he took the yellow fever. 
He sailed to the United States, 
visited the Mohawk, Huron, 
Oneida, and other Indian tribes, 
went to Niagara, and had two ribs 
broken beneath the cataract He 
was wrecked in the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence ; and sailed from Nova 
Scotia m a timber-ship, which took 
fire on the way after a mutmy on 
board. He returned to England, 
devoted himself to literature, and 
published The Exposition of the 
False Medium and Barriers ex- 
cluding Men of Genius from the 
Public," The Spirit of Peers 
and People,” a national tragi- 
comedy; the tragedies of "‘‘The 
Death of Marlowe," Cosmo de 
Medici," “ The Fetches," ^'Gregory 
VII.," and the epic, Orion,” be- 
sides a volume of Ballad ]^- 
mances. His prose writings are 
ery numerous, the larger portion 
having appeared in periodical pub- 
hcations, to which he has been a 
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constant contributor. Among liis 
complete works are The Poor 
Artist, or Seven Eye-sights and One 
Object/^ " The Grood-natnred Bear, 
a Story for Children,” " The 
Dreamer and the Worker,” a novel, 
" Prometheus, the Fire-Bringer,'^ a 
lyrical drama, "Australian Pacts 
and Prospects,” and the "New 
Spirit of the Age.” For some time 
he was editor of The Monthly Be- 
:pository. In "Judas Iscariot,” a 
mystery play, he adopts an idea, 
derived from the early theologians, 
that the arch-traitor, in dehvermg 
up the Saviour to those who sought 
his life, was anxious only to preci- 
pitate the triumphant vindication 
of his Master. This Mystery Play 
was performed at the Court of 
Bavana. Mr Horne's Orion” 
was published iox & faHhing, an odd 
device, partly intended as a sar- 
casm upon the low estimation into 
which the author thought epic 
poetry had fallen, but yet more 
with a view to giving away the 
first three editions by the least ex- 
pensive machinery, nobody being 
allowed to obtain more than one 
copy. It has gone through ten 
editions since, the present being a 
library edition. Many pirated 
editions have appeared in America 
and other places Mr R. H. Home 
is also the author of the text of 
an illustrated life of Napoleon the 
Q-reat, and a large number of 
articles m Household Wo'ids. In 
1852 he went, in company with 
William Howitt, to the gold-fields 
of Australia, landed at Melbourne, 
was appointed Commander of the 
Gold Escort, a kind of wild bush 
horsemen, and brought down, on 
his first return trip, two tons’ 
weight of gold. After this he was 
successively Commissioner in charge 
of gold-fields, a Territorial Magis- 
trate, Commissioner of the Yan 
Yean Water Supply, and Mining 
Registrar, at the Blue Mountains. 
He was one of the champion 
swimmers of Australia, being the 
winner of the gold medal, silver 


medal, and silver-mounted claret 
jug, at St. Hilda, near Melbourne, 
swimming on the last occasion after 
being bound hand and foot. At 
the Caledoman Games he carried 
the late Mr. Pond (firm of Spiers 
and Pond) upon his shoulders in a 
foot-race fifty yards, Mr. Pond 
being 6 feet 4 inches. Mr. Horne 
founded the Melbourne " Garrick 
Club,” by means of which various 
sums of money were given to the 
Melbourne Hospital, Benevolent 
Asylum, and other charitable insti- 
tutions. He translated from the 
Spanish a " Treatise on the Cultiva- 
tion of the Cactus,” with a view to 
opening a new trade by means of 
the cochmeal insect; and he also 
founded the first large Wine-making 
Company ; obtained 1,000,000 of vine 
cuttings from various places, ^00,000 
of which took root, and produced 
grapes within the first year. It has 
been said that Mr. Home was treated 
very shabbily by the Australian 
Government of that period. About 
twelve years ago he returned to 
England, and has published a new 
edition of *’*’ Cosmo de Medici,” the 
tragedy of Laura Dibalzo,” a new 
edition of " The Poor Artist,” and 
a volume of Bible Tragedies, viz , 
John the Baptist, or the Yalour 
of the Soul;” "The Apocryphal 
Book of Job’s Wife,” and a reprint 
of "Judas Iscariot.” A Civil List 
pension was awarded to him by the 
Earl of Beaconsfield in 1874, which 
was doubled a few days before Lord 
Beaconsfield retired from office. 
Smce Mr. Home’s return he has 
contributed articles to Fraser, Mac- 
m%llan, Tem^ple Bar, the Contempo- 
rary Review, the Gentleman* s Maga- 
zine, and several of the Quarterlies. 
He competed for the prize offered 
by the Royal Spanish Academy for 
a poem on the centenary of Cal- 
deron,” and the umpires declined to 
award the prize to any one, on 
account of some technical objec- 
tions ; but the Spanish Academy 
nevertheless presented to Mr. R. H. 
Home the large medal struck in 
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Madrid on tliat occasion^ accom- 
panied Ly a higHy complimentary 
letter. 

HORSFORDj General Sib Al- 
fred Hastings, G.C B , son of 
General George Horsford, born at 
Batli in 1818, was educated at Sand- 
biirst, and entered the army in 
1833. He served with the Rifle 
Brigade in the Kaffir war of 1846-47, 
and commanded the first battalion 
in that of 1852-53, for which he re- 
ceived a medal, and the brevet of 
Lieutenant-Colonel. He also com- 
manded the battalion m the Cri- 
mean campaign of 1854, including 
the battles of the Alma, Balaclava, 
and Inkermann, and the siege of 
Sebastopol, for which services he 
received the medal and clasps, the 
Sardinian medal, the Companion- 
ship of the Bath, and the Eifth- 
dass of the Med3idie. He had 
been constituted Colonel of the 
Rifle Brigade in 1854, and Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel in the following year 
He was Deputy-Adjutant-General 
from 1860 to 1866 j was created a 
Knight Commander of the Bath 
for Ms services as Brigadier in 
command of the Trans-Gogra force 
in Oude during the Indian mutiny, 
1858 , received the temporary rank 
of Brigadier-General in 1866, and 
was made a Major-General in the 
army two years afterwards. In 
Jan. 1872, he was placed m com- 
mand of the south-eastern district 
of England, and he retamed the 
command until Sept. 1874, when he 
became mihtary secretary to the 
Duke of Cambridge, at the Horse 
Guards. TMs latter post he con- 
tinued to hold until March 1880. 
He was sent in 1874 to represent 
Great Britain at the Brussels Con- 
ference on the usages of war. In 
1875 he was created a G C B., and 
in the following year he obtained 
the Colonelcy of ther 79th Regiment 
of Foot 

HORSLEY, John Callcott, 
R.A., son of the late William 
Horsley, the well-known musician, 
and grand-nephew of the late Sir 


Augustus Callcott, the eminent 
painter, was born in London, Jan. 
29, 1817. His first exhibited pic- 
ture, painted while he was a 
youth, — Rent-Day at Haddon 
Hall in the Sixteenth Century,’* — 
was spoken of in high terms by 
Wilkie. “ The Chess Players,” 
" The Rival Musicians,” " Waiting 
for an Answer,” — ^were first seen in 
the British Institution, and he ex- 
hibited, for the first time at the 
Academy, the Pride of the Vil- 
lage” (in the Vernon Gallery). 
This was followed by "The Con- 
trast : Youth and Age,” in 1840 ; 
" Leaving the Ball,” another 
" Contrast,” — gay pleasure-seekers 
on the one hand, the homeless out- 
cast on the other ; and " The Ped- 
lar,” both in 1841, ^'Winning 
Gloves,” in 1842; and “The 
Father’s Grave,” in 1843. In the 
latter year Mr. Horsley’s cartoon of 
" St. Augustine Preaching” gaine<^ 
at Westminster Hall one of the 
tMee prizes in the second rank, of 
i200, and in the trial of skill of 
1844 he obtamed by his two small 
frescoes a place _ among the six 
painters commissioned to execute 
further samples for the Palace at 
Westminster That of 1845, for 
" Religion,” was approved, and the 
subj*ect executed at large in the 
House of Lords. In 1847, his 
colossal oil-painting, "Henry V., 
beheving the King dead, assumes 
the Crown,” secured a premium of 
the third class. Another fresco, 
which he has been employed to 
execute, "Satan suiprised at the 
Ear of Eve,” is to be seen in a 
portion of the New Palace, called 
Poet’s Hall. Amongst his later 
works are " Malvolio i’ the Sun 
practising to his own Shadow ; ” 
"Hospitality;” "The Madrigal — 
*’Keep your Time , ’ ” " The Pet of 
the Common ; ” " L’Allegro and H 
Penseroso” (painted for the late 
Prince Albert) ; " Lady Jane Grey 
and Roger Ascham;” "A Scene 
from Don Quixote ; ” " Flower 

Girls— Town and Country;” "The 
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Holy Communion ; Lost 

Found;" Jealous Eye ; " ^^The 
Duenna^s Eeturn;" '^The New 
Dress ; " and “ Under tlie Mistle- 
toe , " The Bashful Swam ; " 

The Duenna and her Cares ; " 
‘■‘’Attack and Defence;" "De- 
tected;" "The Graoler's Daugh- 
ter ; " " Caught Napping ; " The 
Banker's Private Eoonij — ^Negotiat- 
ing a Loan ; " " Old Folk and Young 
Folk ; " " Pay for Peeping , " " In 
with You ; " " Stolen Grlanees , " 
"The other Name?" "The Poet's 
Theme ; " " Sunny Moments ; " 

and a large religious subject with 
figures of colossal size, entitled 
" The Healing Mercies of Christ/' 
painted as an altar piece for the 
chapel of St Thomas' Hospital; 
portrait of Thomas Woolcombe, 
Esq j painted for the South Devon 
Eailway Company; "Under Lock 
and Key ; " " Coming Down to 
Dinner;" "The World For- 

f etting;" "Critics on Costume — 
'ashions Change ;" portrait of 
the Lord Advocate of Scotland, 
and two portrait groups arranged 
as subject pictures, one of Mr. and 
Mrs. Jessop, the other of Mr. and 
Mrs. Edward Tomlin ; " Le Jour des 
Morts;" "Life in the Ch^tteau 
Gardens at Fontainebleau," 1881; 
" A Merry Chase in Haddon Hall," 
1883; and "Wedding Eings/' 
1883. In 1882 Mr. Horsley was 
elected Treasurer of the Eoyal 
Academy. 

HOET, The Eev. Fenton John 
Antony, D.D., was bom about 
1829, and graduated in 1850 at 
Trimty Coflege, Cambridge. He 
was a Junior Optime in the Mathe- 
matical Tripos, and was bracketed 
third classic. He took honours in 
the Moral Sciences Tripos, obtain- 
ing a first class, and also being 
awarded the Moral Philosophy 
Prize, then given by the late Dr 
Whewell, the Pi*ofessor of Moral 
Philosophy Mr Hort won the 
second place in the First Class of 
the Natural Sciences Tripos, being 
distinguished in Physiology and 


Botany. These academical successes 
were rewarded by a Fellowship at 
Trinity College, which he held 
xmtil 1868. In 1857 he was pre- 
sented to the college living of St. 
Ippolyt with Great Wymondley, 
Hertfordshire, a preferment he held 
until 1872, when he returned to 
Cambridge on being elected a Fel- 
low of Emmanuel College. Since 
1872 he has been a constant resi- 
dent in the University and has 
delivered lectures on Theology. 
He was examining chaplain to the 
Bishop of Ely (Dr. Harold Browne) 
from 1871 to 1873, and upon the 
translation of Bishop Browne to the 
see of Winchester Dr. Hort was 
retained as one of the examining 
chaplains to that prelate. He has 
been one of the select preachers 
before the University on several 
occasions, and in 1871 was elected 
Hulsean Lecturer. On Dec. 18, 
1878, he was elected to the Hulsean 
Professorship of Divinity, vacant 
by the promotion of the Eev. J. J. 
S Perowne to the Deanery of Peter- 
borough. Dr. Hort has contributed 
numerous articles to Smith and 
Wace's "Dictionary of Christian 
Biography," and published in 1876 
two dissertations — (1) "On Mono- 
g:onos Theos in Scripture and Tradi- 
tion," (2) "On the Constantinopo- 
Htan and other Eastern Creeds of 
the Fourth Century." He was a 
member of the company for the 
Eevision of the Authorized Ver- 
sion of the New Testament. Dr. 
Hort has several times examined 
for the Natural Sciences and Moral 
Sciences Triposes. He was a mem- 
ber of the Board of Theological 
Studies, and is an examiner for the 
Theological Tripos, and a member 
of the Council of the Senate of the 
University of Cambridge 
HOSE, The Eight Eev. Geobgb 
Fbedebick, D.'D.,^ Bishop of Smga- 
pore, Labuan, and Sarawak, son of 
the Eev Frederick Hose, M.A, 
rector of Dunstable, was bom at 
Cambridge in 1838, and educated at 
St. John's CoEege in that univer- 
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sity: (B.A. 1861; M.A. 1867 ; D.D. 
1881). He was curate of Eoxton 
witE Great Barford^ Bedfordsliirej 
1861-65 ; and of Holy Trinity^ St. 
Iklarylebone^ London, 1865-68; co- 
lonial chaplain at Malacca, 1868-73 ; 
and at Singapore, 1873-74. He was 
archdeacon of Singapore and com- 
missary from 1874 till his promotion 
to the episcopate. He was conse- 
crated to the bishopric of Singa- 
pore, Labnan, and Sarawak, in tiie 
private chapel of Lambeth Palace, 
by the Archbishop of Canterbury 
(Dr Tait), on May 26, 1881. 

HOSMEE, Harriet G., born at 
Watertown, Massachusetts, Oct. 9, 
1830. She was educated at Lenox, 
Massachusetts, and early displayed 
a taste for art. She received a few 
lessons in modelling in Boston, and 
then entered a medical college m 
St. Louis to study anatomy and 
dissection. Her fir A work in marble 
was a reduced copy of Canova’s bust 
of Hapoleon, which was soon fol- 
lowed by an ideal work, ^"Hesper, 
or the Evening Star.” In 1852 she 
went to Eome, and became a pupil 
of Gibson. After two years of study 
and modelling from the antique, 
she produced the busts of " Daphne ” 
and Medusa.” Her first full- 
length figure in marble was (Enone, 
completed in 1855, and this was 
followed, two years later, by '^Bea- 
trice Cenci sleepmg in her cell” 
In the summer of 1865 she mo- 
delled "Puck,” of which many 
copies have been made. This was 
followed by " Will-o"-the-Wisp.” 
A colossal statue of " Zenobia, Queen 
of Palmyra, in chains,” was her 
next important work, followed by 
a statue of Thomas N. Benton, the 
"Sleeping” and the "Waking 
Eaun,” and a design of a memorial 
monument to Abraham Lincoln 
She has resided for many years in 
Eome. 

HOUGHTON (Baron), The 
Eight Hon. Eichard Monckton 
Milnes, D.C.L., P.E.S , was bom 
June 19, 1809, being the only son 
of Eobert Pemberton Milnes, of 


Eryston Hall, Bawtry Hall, and 
Great Houghton, Yorkshire, by the 
Hon. Henrietta Maria, daughter of 
Eobert, fifth Viscount Galway. Lord 
Houghton graduated M.A. at Tri- 
nity College, Cambridge, in 1831. 
He was elected M.P. for Pontefract 
m 1837, and retained the seat till 
his elevation to the peerage, Aug. 
20, 1863. He entered Parliament 
as a follower of Sir Eobert Peel, 
whom he supported in his repeal of 
the Corn Laws ; but afterwards 
joined the party of Lord John Eus- 
sell. He declined to become a 
member of the Government of Lord 
Palmerston, but gave it his entire 
support. His attention in Parlia- 
ment was mainly directed to foreign 
affairs and the reform of our penal 
institutes. He brought in the first 
bin for the establishment of juve- 
nile reformatories in 1846, and is 
the President of the great Eefor- 
matory Establishment at Eed Hill, 
His lordship is also the President 
of the Newspaper Press Eund. In, 
1873 he presided over the Norwich 
meeting of the Social Science Con- 
gress. Lord Houghton accepted 
in Eeb. 1881 the nomination to the 
ofS^ce of President of the London 
Library, vacant by the death of 
Mr. Carlyle. He has written seve- 
ral volumes of poems, under the 
title of "Poems of Many Years,” 
"Palm Leaves,” &c., and many 
pamphlets — ^notably, " One Tract 
More,” in the Oxford controversy 
of the "Tracts for the Times;” 
and the "Eeal Union of England 
and Ireland,” advocatmg concur- 
rent endowment of the Protestant 
and Catholic churches. His last 
work is "Monographs, Personal and 
Social,” published in 1873. 

HOtrSSAYE (also spelt Hous- 
set). Arshine, poet, author, and 
art-critie, was born at Bruyeres, a 
small town in the department of 
Aisne, March 28, 1815. The Erench 
Eevolution of 1830 having roused 
the dormant military spii’it of 
Erance, Houssaye, without consult- 
ing his parents, joined the army, a 
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part of wHcIl was then "besieging 
Antwerp. He repaired to Paris in 
1832, and for the next four years 
was doomed to contend against 
poverty. In 1836 he published his 
first work, the Conronne de 
Bluets,^' a romance, in 1838 he 
became connected with the Bevue 
de PaHs, in which he commenced 
the publication of his ''Men and 
Women of the Eighteenth Cen- 
tury,^^ afterwards collected in two 
volumes ; and in 1846 he published 
his "History of Dutch and Plemish 
Painting.” On the accession of 
Louis Napoleon, Houssaye was ap^ 
pointed to the direction of the 
Theatre Fran^ais, then at a very 
low ebb, into which he infused new 
life, and having in 1836 resigned 
the directorship, was succeeded by 
M. Empis Among his latest works 
are "L^Hiistoire du Quarante-et- 
unieme Pauteuil de FAcademie 
Fran(jaise,” 1855 , " Le Eoi 'Vol- 
taire,” 1S5S ; " Histoire de TALrt 
Pran^ais,” 1860 ; " Mademoiselle 
Cleopatre,” "Blanche et Margue- 
rite,” 1864 j "Le Eepentir de 
Marion,” " Le Eoman de la Du- 
chesse,” " Les L^gendes de la 
Jeunesse,” and Notre Dame de 
Thermidor,” a history of Madame 
TaUien, in 1865 ; four romances, 
under the gener^ title of "Nos 
Orandes Dames,” 1868 ; another 
series under the title of "Parisi- 
ennes,” 1869 ; " Tragique Aven- 
ture de Bal Masque,” 1873 ; " La 
Belle Eafaella,” "Les Mains Pleines 
de Eoses, Pleines d'Or, et Pleines 
de Sang,” " Le Eoman des Femmes 
qui ont aime. Par Madame la 
Princesse * * * Commente par 
Ars3ne Houssaye,” 1874; "Lucie, 
Histoire d'une Fille Perdue,” 
1875; and "Histoire j&trange 
d'une Pille du Monde,” 1876 ; 
" Alice,” "Bianca,” "Mademoiselle 
Phryne,” "Les Trois Duchesses,” 
1877 "Les Charmeresses,” "Les 
Larmes de Jeanne,” 1878 ; and 
"La Eobe de la Marine,” 1879. 
He was decorated with the Legion 
of Honour, May 6, 1816, and pro- 


moted G-rand Officer, July 30, 
1858. 

HOYENDEN, Thomas, figure- 
painter, born at Dunmanway, co. 
Cork, Ireland, Dec. 28, 1840. His 
first art education was at the 
Government Art School in Cork. 
Going to America in 1863, he con- 
tinued his studies in the National 
Academy of Design. He went to 
Paris in 1874, and remained there 
till 1880, when he returned to New 
York, where he has opened a studio. 
His principal paintings are : " The 
Two Lilies,” "A Brittany Woman 
Spinning,^' " Pleasant News,” 
" Thinking of Somebody,” "News 
from the Conscript,^' " Pride of the 
Old Folks,” "Loyalist Peasant Sol- 
dier of La Vendee,” "The Imago 
Seller,” " A Breton Interior,” " In 
Hoe Signo Vinces,” and "Elaine,” 
In 1881 he was made an A.N.A , 
and member of Water Colour 
Societv. In 1882 he was made an 
N.A. 

HOW, The Eight Eev. William 
Walsham, D.D., Bishop Suffragan 
of Bedford (for East London), is 
son of Mr. William Wybergh How, 
Esq., of Shrewsbury, and was born 
in that town, Dec. 13, 1823. From 
Shrewsbury school he proceeded to 
Wadham College, Oxford (B.A,, 
third class in classics, 1845 ; M.A., 
1847). He was successively curate 
of St. George's, Kidderminster, 
1846, and of Holy Cross, Shrews- 
bury, 1848, and was collated to the 
rectory of Whittington, Shropshire, 
in the diocese of St. Asaph, in 1851. 
In 1853 he was appointed rural 
dean of Oswestry and diocesan in- 
spector of schools ; in 1860 he ob- 
tained an honorary canonry in St. 
Asaph's Cathedral, and in 1869 was 
elected Proctor in Convocation for 
the diocese. He was one of the 
Select Preachers at Oxford in 
1868-69, and in 1878 he was ap- 
pointed examining chaplain to the 
Bishop of Lichfield. In 1879 he 
obtained the rectory of St. Andrew 
Hndershaft with St. Mary Axe, in 
the city of London, and a Prebend 
Q Q 
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in St. Paul’s Cathedral, and in 
Jnly the same year the Queen 
appointed him Suffragan Bishop of 
Bedford. He is the author of 
several works of a theological 
and practical chaa’acter, including 
Plain Words/’ foui' series ; "Prac- 
tical Sermons/’ " Lent Lectures on 
Psalm li./’ " Daily Family Prayer 
for Churchmen/’ " Pastor in Paro- 
chia/^ Plain Words to Children,” 
"The Parish Priest/’ "Three All 
Saints’ Summers,” a " Commentary 
on the Four Gospels,” and " Holy 
Communion,” published by the 
Society for Promoting Christian 
Knowledge. 

HOWARD, His Eminence Ed- 
WABB, Cardinal Priest of the Holy 
Roman Church, was born at Not- 
tingham, Feb. 13, 1829, being the 
only son of the late Edward Gyles 
Howard, Esq., who was the son of 
Edward Charles Howard, youngest 
brother of Bernard Edward, fif- 
teenth Duke of Norfolk. In his 
youii. he served her Majesty Queen 
Victoria as an officer in the 2nd Life 
Guards, but when 26 years old he 
was a priest at Rome, and he at- 
tached himself entirely to the ser- 
vice of Pius IX. For about a year 
he was employed in India in the 
matter of the Goa schism, and the 
rest of his ecclesiastical career was 
spent in Italy. His graceful and 
dignified bearing was familiar to 
frequenters of St. Peter’s, in which 
BasiLca A?chbisho23 Howard holds 
the office of arch-priest’s vicar. He 
was consecrated Archbishop of 
NeocaBSEiria, %n partihus mfidelium, 
in 1872, when he was made coadju- 
tor Bishop of Frascati, an office 
which he held for only a few weeks. 
He was created a Cardinal Priest 
by Pope Pius IX. March 12, 1877, 
the titular church assigned to him 
being that of SS. John and Paul, 
on t& Celian Hill. Bhs Emmence 
took possession, as Protector, of the 
English College at Rome, March 24, 
1878 In Dec. 1881, he was no- 
minated Archpriest of the Basilica 
of St. Peter’s, and in that capacity 


he also became Prefect of the Con- 
gregation, which has the care of 
the edifice itself. Cardinal Howard’s 
attainments as a linguist are beyond 
tiie common. He speaks Arabic, 
Armenian, and Russian fluently. 

HOWARD, Sir Henry Francis, 
G.C B., second son of the late 
Henry Howard, Esq , of Corby 
Castle, Cumberland, born in 1809, 
educated at Stonyhurst and the 
University of Edinburgh, was at- 
tached to the mission at Munich 
in 1828, was several times Charge 
d’ Affaires, was appointed paid At- 
tach4 at Berlin in 1832, Secretary 
of Legation at the Hagme in 1845, 
having been transferred to Berlin 
in 1846, and was Charg4 d’ Affaires 
several times during the succeeding 
years. He was appointed Envoy- 
Extraordinary and Minister-Pleni- 
potentiary to the Emperor of Brazil 
in 1853, was transferred to Lisbon 
in 1855, and to Hanover in 1859, 
when he was appointed Minister- 
Plenipotentiary to Brunswick and 
to Oldenburg, and was made a 
K C.B. in 1863. Whilst at Berlin, 
in 1850-52, the task of negotiating 
the famous treaty of 1852 mainly 
devolved upon him. He was ap- 
pointed Envoy-Extraordinary and 
Minister - Plenipotentiary to the 
King of Bavaria, Jan. 19, 1866. He 
was created a G.C B. in 1872. 

HOWARD, General Oliver 
Otis, LL.D., born at Leeds, Maine, 
Nov. 8, 1830. He graduated at 
Bowdoin College in 1850, and in 
1854 at the Military Academy at 
West Point, where, in 1857, he was 
made Assistant Professor of Mathe- 
matics. Upon the breaking out of 
the civil war he was made colonel 
of a regiment of volunteers j com- 
manded a brigade at the battle of 
Bull Run, and was made brigadier- 
general of volunteers. He lost his 
right arm at the battle of Fair Oaks, 
May 31, 1862. He was made major- 
general of volunteers, Nov. 29, 1862, 
and had the command of a division, 
at Burnside’s defeat at Fredericks- 
burg, Deo. 13, 1862. Soon after, he 
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was placed in command of the 11th 
army corps^ which was surprised in 
broad dayhght by the Confederate 
G-eneral Jackson, and put to flight, 
at Chancellorsville, July 1, 1863. 
In the following autumn he was 
sent with his corps to the West, 
took part in the campaign which 
followed down to the capture of 
Atlanta, and commanded the right 
wing of the army during Sherman^s 
march to the sea/^ He was', in 
Dec., 1864, promoted to Brigadier- 
General, and in the following March 
to brevet Major-General in the 
regular army. In May, 1865, he 
was placed at the head of the 
Pree<hnan^s Bureau, his duties last- 
ing until 1872. Prom 1869 to 1873 
he was President of Howard Univer- 
sity. In 1872 he was sent as special 
commissioner to the Indians in Hew 
Mexico and Arizona, and from 18/3 
to 1881 he served on the Indian 
frontier. Since 1881 he has been 
at the head of the U.S. Mihtary 
Academy at West Point. 

HOWAED OP GLOSS'OP 
(Baeon), The Eight Hon. Edward 
George Pitzalan Howard, the 
second son of Henry Charles, thir- 
teenth Duke of Norfolk, by Lady 
Charlotte Sophia Leveson-Gower, 
eldest daughter of George, first 
Duke of Sutherland, was bom Jan. 
20, 1818, and educated at Trinity 
College, Cambridge. Lord Edward 
Howard, as he was then called, was 
Y ice-Chamberlain of her Majesty^s 
household from 1846 to 1832, and 
Deputy Earl-Marshal of England 
from 1861 to 1863. He unsuccess- 
fully contested Shoreham in 1847, 
and Horsham in 1848, but on peti- 
tion was seated in the same year 
for the latter borough. He con- 
tinued to represent it in the Liberal 
interest till 1852, when he was 
returned for Arundel, which con- 
stituency he represented till 1868. 
During the twenty years in which 
he sat in the House of Commons, 
Lord Edward Howard was regarded 
as the mouthpiece of the English 
Eoman Catholics, whose claims. 


especially m the matter of educa- 
tion for the poor, he unflinchmgly 
supported, as he has since done in 
the House of Peers, to which 
assembly he was summoned m 
Nov., 1869, by the title of Baron 
Howard of Glossop, m the county 
of Derby. In 1870 Lord Howard 
unsuccessfully contested Westnun- 
ster for the London School Board. 

HOWELLS, William Dean, 
bom at Martinsville, Ohio, March 1, 
18*37. In 1840 he removed to Hamil- 
ton, Ohio, with his father, who was 
a prmter and journalist. He learned 
the printer's trade of his father, 
and was afterwards editorially con- 
nected with the Cincinnati Gasette, 
and the Ohio State Journal. Prom 
1861 to 1865 he was United States 
Consul at Venice. Eetuming to 
America, he engaged in literary 
labour, and in 1871 became editor 
of the Atlantic Monthly ^ a position 
which he retained until 1880, when 
he relinquished it to devote himself 
exclusively to writing. He is now 
residing abroad. Besides his 
papers in that magazine and other 
periodicals, he has published 

Poems of Two Friends,” himself 
and J. J. Piatt (1860); Vene- 
tian Life (1866) j Italian 
Journeys” (1867); Ho Love Lost” 
(1868) ; Suburban Sketches 
(1870) ; "Their Wedding Journey” 
(1872) ; "A Chance Acquaintance,” 
" Poems ” (1873) ; " A Foregone 
Conclusion ” (1874) ; " Counterfeit 
Presentment,” a Comedy; "ADay^s 
Pleasure ” (1876) ; " The Parlour 
Car,” "Out of the Question,” "Life 
of Eutherford B, Hayes ” (1877) ; 
" The Lady of the Aroostook ” 
(1879) ; " The Undiscovered Coun- 
try” (1880); "A Fearful Eespon- 
sibihty, and other Stories,” "Dr. 
Breen^s Practice ” (1881) ; and " A 
Modern Instance” (1882), Under 
the title of "Choice Biography,” 
he edited, in 1877-78, a series of 
eight small volumes. 

HO WITT, Mrs. Mart, .the 
daughter of Mr. Botham, a member 
of the Society of Friends, was born 

Q <5 2 
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at IJttoxeter early in tlie present 
century. Her early love of poetry 
was such., tliat she composed almost 
as soon as she could write ; and 
after becoming the wife of the late 
Mr. William Howitt, published 
various works in conjunction with 
her husband. Mrs Howitt, who is 
the authoress of a volume of ballads 
and other poetry; of ^^The Seven 
Temptations/' a series of dramatic 
sketches; of "Wood Leighton/' a 
novel; and of a great number of 
volumes, in prose and verse, for 
children, has translated into Eng- 
lish the whole of Miss Bremer’s 
works, and H. C. Andersen’s "Im- 
provisatore ” She edited for three 
years the "Drawing-Room Scrap- 
Book,” and illustrated by bio- 
grapical vignettes a senes of 
portraits of the Queens of England. 
To one of the popular libraries she 
contributed an original story, en- 
titled the "Heir of West Way- 
land;” and among her numerous 
writings for the young may be 
mentioned, "The Children’s Year,” 
" Our Cousins in Ohio,” and " The 
Dial of Love,” a series of stories in 
thirteen volumes Her latest works 
are "Liheslea,” "A Treasury of 
Tales for the Young,” edited and 
partly written by herself ; " Stories 
of Stapleford,” and a work of fiction 
entitled "The Cost of Caergwyn” 
1864. Her eldest daughter has 
appeared before the public as an 
artist of several successful paint- 
ings, and authoress of *’^The Art- 
Sindent in Munich,” and of " The 
School of Life.” Her younger 
sister published, m 1866, "Twelve 
Months with Erederika Bremer in 
Sweden,” a work which was favour- 
ably received by the public. 

HOWLAND, The Hon Sir Wil- 
liam Pearce, C.B., K.C.M.C-., was 
born in New York State on the 29th 
May, 1811, and settled in Canada 
in 1830. In Toronto and the neigh- 
bourhood he has been engaged in 
extensive business enterprises for 
over fifty years He was returned 
for West York in 1857, and sat in the 


1 Legislature of Canada until 1868, 
when he was appointed Lieut - 
G-overnor of Ontario. Erom 1862 
until 1864 he held the offices of 
Minister of Einance and Receiver- 
General. In the latter year he 
became Postmaster-General, and a 
member of the Executive Council. 
In 1866 he succeeded the Hon. A. 
T. Galt as Einance Minister, and 
on the formation of the first Domi- 
nion Government, in the following 
year, he accepted the portfoho of 
Minister of Inland Revenue, and 
was sworn a member of the Privy 
Council. He was created a K.C.M.G. 
in 1879. 

HOWSON, The Vert Rev. John 
Saul, D D., born in 1816, was edu- 
cated at Trinity College, Cambridge, 
where he graduated B.A. in double 
j&rst-class honours in 1837. He 
proceeded to the degree of M.A in 
1841, and to that of D.D. in 1861. 
He obtained, in 1837 and 1838, the 
Members’ Prize, and in 1840 the 
Norrisian Prize Essay. Having 
taken Orders in 1845, he became 
Senior Classical Master, and in 
1849 Principal of the Liverpool 
College, which post he held till the 
close of 1866, and was appointed 
Vicar of Wisbech St. Peter, in 1866. 
He was Examining Chaplam to the 
Bishop of Ely from 1867 to 1873, 
and was made Dean of Chester in 
1867. In addition to various lec- 
tures and sermons. Dean Howson is 
the author of "The Life and 
Epistles of St. Paul” (conjointly 
with the late Rev. W. J. Conybeare), 

2 vols. 1852 ; " Deaconesses ; or 
the Official Help of Women in 
Parochial Work and in Charitable 
Institutions,” an essay reprinted, 
with large additions, from the 
Quarterly Review, 1862 j " The 
Hulsean Lectures for 1862 (Eive 
Lectures on the Character of St. 
Paul”) Lend., 1864, being the 
Hulsean lectures for 1862; "Scenes 
from the Life of St. Paul, and their 
Religious Lessons,” 1866; "The 
Metaphors of St. Paul,” 1868; 
"The Companions of St. Paul/’ 
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1871 ; " Meditations on the 

Miracles of Christ/" 2 series, 1871- 
77 ; Chester as it was/" 1872 , 
"The River Dee, its Aspect and 
History/" 1875, and "Homely 
Hints in Sermons, suggested by 
Experience,"" 1876. He has edited 
Masson"s "Apology for the Greek 
Church,"" 1841 ; " Essays on 

Cathedrals, by various Writers,"" 

1872 j and Paley"s " Horse Pau- 
Imse,"" 1877,* and has contributed 
to Smith"s " Dictionary of the 
Bible/" and the "Speaker’s Com- 
mentary."" 

HUBBARD, The Rig-ht Hon. 
John Gellibeand, M P , eldest 
son of the late John Hubbard, Esq., 
born in 1805, early devoted himself 
to commercial pursuits, and is the 
head of the firm of Hubbard and 
Co , Russia merchants, in London. 
Mr. Hubbard is a Magistrate and 
Deputy-Lieutenant for Buckmg- 
hamshire, a Director of the Bank 
of England, and Chairman of the 
Public Works Exchequer Loan 
Commission. He was elected, in 
May, 1859, for the borough of 
Buckingham, which he represented 
in the Conservative interest until 
the Reform Act of 1868 deprived 
Buokmgham of one of its members. 
At the general election of Feb. 
1874, he was elected one of the 
members for the City of London. 
In the same year his name was 
added to the Privy Council. He 
has written able pamphlets on 
monetary questions, a ^'Vindica- 
tion of a Fixed Duty on Com,"" 
published in 1842, and " The Cur- 
rency of the Country,"" in 1843, 
which the late Mr. M'Culloch 
called a valuable tract in favour of 
a single bank of issue. Mr. Hub- 
bard carried in the House of Com- 
mons, in 1861, a motion against the 
Government for a Committee to 
Inquire into the Working of the 
Income-tax, and strenuously advo- 
cated in Parliament a modmcation 
of the most obnoxious features of 
that impost. He took a prominent 
part as a defender of the Estab- 


lished Church in respect of church- 
rates, and has always msisted upon 
the maintenance of religious in- 
struction as a basis of all education. 
Throughout the coinage contro- 
versy carried on in 1869 in the 
columns of the Times^ Mr. Hubbard 
conducted a resolute and successful 
resistance to the debasement of the 
standard of value or reduction in 
the intrinsic worth of the gold com, 
which had been proposed with the 
object of equalising the English 
sovereign and a French twenty-five 
franc gold piece as international 
corns. 

HOBNER, Baron Joseph Alex- 
ander, diplomatist, was bom at 
Vienna, Hov. 26, 1811. After com- 
pleting his studies at Vienna he 
travelled for some time in Italy, 
and on his return m 1833 received 
from the late Prince Mettemich a 
post in the State Chancellerie. In 

1837 he accompanied Count Ap- 
ponyi"s embassy to Paris, but m 

1838 was recalled by his patron. 
Prince Mettemich. In 1840 he was 
made Secretary to the Austrian 
Embassy sent to the late Queen 
Maria da Gloria, the relations 
between Austria and Portugal 
having been for a long time sus- 
pended. He was appomted Charge 
d" Affaires at Leipzig in 1844, and 
was shortly afterwards Consul- 
General of Austria. During the 
troubles of 1848, Baron Hubnerwas 
intrusted with the conduct of the 
Archduke Regnier"s correspond- 
ence as the Viceroy of Lombardy ; 
and when the populace got the 
upper hand, he was detamed at 
Milan as a hostage, but was soon 
exchanged. He 3omed the Em- 
peror of Austria at Olmutz, was 
sent in 1849 on a special mission to 
Paris, and shortly afterwards 
became Austrian Ambassador at 
that capital. In 1856 he signed the 
treaty of Paris, having, during the 
Crimean war, been inslirumental, it 
is supposed, in preventing his 
sovereign from taking part with 
Russia, and in ensuring his neu- 
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trality. It was to Baron Hubner 
that tbe Emperor of the French 
made the memorable declaration, 
Jan. 1, 1859, that his Government 
was dissatisfied with that of 
Austria. Baron Hubner was re- 
called from Paris in 1859, and ^ter 
being employed m several delicate 
diplomatic missions, especially at 
Naples and Eome, he was recalled 
from the latter city in Aug. 1859, 
in order to enter as Mimster of 
Police the new Cabmet which had 
just been formed at Vienna. The 
latter post, however, he only held 
a few months, and he then lived in 
retirement for several years. In 
Jan. 1866, he was again placed at 
the head of the Austrian Embassy 
in Eome, and in Oct. 1867, he was 
entrusted with the conduct of the 
negotiations with the Holy See in 
reference to the repudiation of the 
Concordat. He was soon after- 
wards recalled. Baron Hubner is 
Grand Officer of the Legion of 
Honour. A translation, by Mrs. 
E H. Jerningham, from the orig- 
inal French, of Baron Hubner^s 
admirable Life and Times of 
Sixtus the Fifth," appeared at 
London, in 2 vols., 1872. 

HUDDLESTON, The Hon Sir 
John Walter, was born in 1817 m 
Dublin, bemg the youngest son of 
the late Mr Thomas Huddleston 
and his wife Alethea, daughter of 
the late Mr Henry Hitchens, of 
St. Ives, Cornwall. He studied for 
a time at the University of Dublm, 
but did not graduate. Havmg 
chosen the law as a profession, he 
was, in 1839, called to the bar at 
Gray’s Inn. His eloquence, 
earnestness, and tact quietly raised 
him to a prominent position Dur- 
ing his career as an advocate, Mr. 
Huddleston gradually acquired an 
extensive practice in the Superior 
Courts at Westminster Hall and 
Guildhall, at the Central Criminal 
Court, and at the Middlesex Ses- 
sions. Mr. Huddleston’s success in 
his profession led to his appoint- 
ment, in 1857, as one of Her Ma- 


jesty’s Counsel, on the recommenda- 
tion of Lord Chancellor Cran- 
worth. On the death of Mr. 
Phinn, Q.C , in 1865, he was nomi- 
nated Judge Advocate of the Fleet 
and Counsel to the Admmalty He 
was also elected a bencher of his 
Inn ; he twice served as treasurer 
of that honourable society ; and he 
was a member of the Council of 
Legal Education. In Dec. 1868, 
he was selected by his brother 
Benchers as their representative at 
the funeral of the celebrated 
French advocate, M. Berryer, on 
which occasion he delivered an ad- 
dress over the bier, and was enter- 
tained by the French bar at a 
banquet at the Grand Hdtel, under 
the presidency of M. Grevy. Dur- 
ing his professional career he was 
counsel m almost every case of 
importance on the Oxford Circuit, 
of which, in course of time, he 
became the acknowledged leader , 
he was also counsel for Cufiy the 
Chartist, and for Mercy Newton, 
who after three trials, covering a 
period of eighteen months, in the 
two first of which the jury could 
not agree, was ultimately acquitted 
on the charge, wliich was for the 
murder of her mother at Bridg- 
north , he was junior counsel with 
Sir Alexander Cockburn in his pro- 
secution of Palmer for the poison- 
ing of Cook at Eugely, he con- 
ducted for the Admiralty the 
prosecution of the rioters at New- 
castle in the pseudo Countess of 
Derwentwater case j he was coun- 
sel for Humphrey Brown in the 
British Bank Case j was also coun- 
sel for Mrs. Firebrace in the divorce 
suit brought against her by her 
husband, and after a trial which 
lasted three weeks, before Lord 
Penzance, he succeeded in com- 
pletely vindicating the character of 
that lady from the imputation cast 
upon her. Mr. Huddleston was 
also counsel for Major Fitzgerald 
in another very remarkable £vorce 
case. He successfully defended 
Pook for the Eltham murder, and 
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Mr. Edmunds on a charge of mur- 
dering his wife^ and was subse- 
quently counsel for that gentleman 
in several actions which he brought 
against different papers arising out 
of that transaction. In his at- 
tempts to enter the House of Com- 
mons in the Conservative interest, 
Mj. Huddleston was unsuccessful at 
Worcester in 1852, at Shrewsbury 
in 1857, and at Kidderminster m 
1859 and 1861. In 1865, however, 
he was elected for Canterbury, and 
he represented that city for three 
years, being defeated at the general 
election of 1868. While he repre- 
sented this constituency he brought 
forward the Hop (Prevention of 
Frauds) Bill, which was added to 
the Statute Booh. At the election 
for Norwich in July, 18/0, Mir. 
Huddleston was the unsuccessful 
candidate j but at the general 
election of Feb. lS74j he was 
elected for that city by a majority 
of 47 votes over his former an- 
tagonist, Mr. Tillett. At the 
beginning of the year 1875, on the 
retirement of Sir J. Karslake from 
the Attorney-Generalship, and the 
promotion of Sir B. Baggallay to 
that post, the Solicitor-Generalship 
was offered by Mr. Disraeli to Mr. 
Huddleston, who, however, de- 
clined rf in consequence of the 
apprehended difficulty of keeping 
his seat” at Norwich. Mr. Huddle- 
ston continued to represent that 
city until Eeb. 22, 1875, when, on 
the resignation of Mr. Justice 
Honyman, he was appointed by the 
Grown, on the recommendation of 
Lord Chancellor Cairns, to a puisne 
judgeship of the Court of Common 
Pleas. He sat in tiie Common 
Pleas but a short time, however, 
for in May, 1875, on the death of 
Sir Gillery Pigott, his old com- 
panion and co-leader of the Oxford 
circuit, he was nominated one of 
the Barons of the Court of Exche- 
quer. On this occasion he received 
the honour of knighthood. Sir 
John married on Dec. 18, 1872, 
Lady Diana De Yere Beauclerk, 
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daughter of the eighth duke of St 
Albans. 

HUDSON, Sib James, G.C B , 
son of a Yorkshire gentleman, and 
grandson of the fii'st Maiquis 
Townshend, bom in 1810, was edu- 
cated at Bugby and Westminster 
Having acted as page and Private 
Secretary to Wilham lY, he en- 
tered the diplomatic service in 
1838, was appointed Secretary of 
Legation at Washington, whence 
he was transferred in the same 
capacity successively to the Hague, 
and to Bio Janeiro. He was 
Minister at the latter place m 
1850-1, was transferred to Florence 
in 1851, and was appointed Minister 
Plenipotentiary at Turin in 1852, 
in which capacity he heartily sym- 
pathized with the cause of Italian 
liberty and unity. He was created 
a K.C.B. May 2, 1855, for his ser- 
vices in inducing the Sardinian 

g overnment to co-operate with 
•reat Britain and France by send- 
ing an army to the Crimea; and 
was promoted a G.C.B. Aug. 11, 
1863, on his retirement from his 
di plom atic post at Turin. 

HUEFFEB, Francis, Ph.D , 
was bom in 1845, and devoted 
himself to the study of modern 
philology and music in London, 
Paris, Berlin, and Leipzig. His 
first publication (1869) was a 
critical edition of the works of 
Guillem de Cabestant, a trouba- 
dour of the 12th century, for which 
the University of Gottingen con- 
ferred upon him the degree of Ph.D. 
A more extensive work on the same 
subject, entitled The Trouba- 
dours • a History of Provincial 
Life and Literature in the Middle 
Ages,” was published in 1878 ; and 
in 1880 Mr. Hueffer delivered a 
series of lectures on the Trouba- 
dours at the Boyal Institution. As 
a writer on music and a musical 
critic, Mr. Hueffer has been the 
first in England to advocate the 
claims of Bichard Wagner, whose 
works were ten years ago almost 
unknown in this country. His 
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first work on th.e sul^jectj ''Eiokard 
Wagner, and the Music of tiie 
Eutnre/" was published in 1874 ; a 
more comprehensive biography of 
the master from his pen appeared 
as the first volume of a series o“ 
lives of ^^The Great Musicians^ 
1881. A coUection of ^'Musicaj 
Studies/^ reprmted from the Times 
the Fortniightly Review^ and other 
periodicals, appeared m 1880. The 
work has been translated into 
Italian by Signor Alberto Yisetti 
and published at Milan in 1883 . In 
his critical writings Mr Huefier 
warmly espoused the cause of a 
national Enghsh opera, and he has 
written the libretto of a musical 
drama, ^‘Colomba" (music by Mr 
A. C. Mackenzie) for the English 
opera season at Drury Lane in 
1883. His volume of essays, en 
titled “ Italian and other Stupes,' 
also appeared in 1883. 

H D G a I H S, William, P.E.S. 
D.C.I 1 . (Oxon), LL.D. (Cantab, et 
Edin.) Ph. D. (Leyden), was bom 
in London, Peb. 7, 1824, and re 
ceived his early education at thi 
City of London School. He after 
wards continued his studies in 
mathematics, classics, and modern 
languages with the assistance of 
private masters. Much of his time 
was given to experiments in natural 
philosophy, and he collected ap- 
paratus by the use of which he 
gained considerable practical know- 
ledge of the elements of chemistry, 
electricity, magnetism, and other 
branches of physical science. He 
became early attached to the sci- 
ence of astronomy, and, under great 
difficulties, he observed the planets 
and some of the double stars be- 
tween the chimneys of London. 
He was then residhig in the me- 
tropolis with his parents. In 1862 
he was elected a member of the 
Microscopical Society, and for some 
years he applied himself with much 
assiduity to the study, with the 
aid of the microscope, of animal 
and vegetable physiology. In 1855 
Mr. Huggins erected an observa- 


tory at his residence at Upper 
Tulse Hill, furnished with a good 
transit instrument, and an equa- 
torial by Dollond, of five inches 
aperture. This instrument was re- 
placed in 1858 by a larger telescope 
of eight inches aperture, by Alvan 
Clarke, and mounted equatorially 
by Cook and Sons, of York. Mr. 
Huggins occupied himself for some 
time with observation of double 
stars, and with careful drawings of 
the planets Mars, Jupiter, and 
Saturn. Erom the first establish- 
ment of his observatory it was his 
desire not to continue in the beaten 
track of astronomical observation, 
but, if possible, to bring to bear 
upon the science of astronomy the 
practical knowledge he had ob- 
tained of general physics. The 
foundation by Kirchhofi of the 
method of the chemical analysis of 
distant bodies by means of the 
prism applied to their light, ap- 
peared at once, to Mr. Huggins, to 
furnish him with the means of 
carrying out his desire. From 
various causes, however, it was not 
until the begmning of 1862 that 
the extension of Emchhoff^s mode 
of analysis (which had been already 
applied by the discoverer to the 
sun) to the planets, the stars, the 
nebulse, and comets, was seriously 
undertaken. For many months he 
applied himself to the arduous, but 
necessary, preliminary task of map- 
ping the spectra of about twenty- 
six of the chemical elements. These 
researches are printed in the PM- 
losojpMcal\ Transactions for 1864. 
During part of his prismatic obser- 
vation of the stars, he worked with 
his friend the late Dr. William 
Allen Miller. Mr. Huggms and 
Dr. Miller compared the spectra of 
about fifty stars directly in the in- 
strument with the spectra of seve- 
ral terrestrial elements. They found 
that the stars are hot bodies, simi- 
larly constituted to our sun, and 
that they contain many of the sub- 
stances found on the earth. One 
►f the most remarkable of Mr 
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Hugginses subsequent discoveries 
was that of the nature of some of 
the nebulae. He found that some 
of these bodies gave a spectrum 
of a few bright nnes only^ which 
showed that the light had emanated 
from heated matter in the state of 
gas j and further that one of the 
principal constituents of the gaseous 
nebulae is hydrogen. These objects 
are not^ theref ore^ as was previously 
supposed, clusters of stars too dis- 
tant to be separately distinguished. 
For these researches, Mr. Huggins 
received, in Nov. 1866, one of the 
Eoyal Medals placed at the dis- 
posal of the Eoyal Society, of which 
he had previously, on June 1, 1865, 
been elected a Fellow. In 1867 the 
Grold Medal of the Eoyal Astro- 
nomical Society was awarded to 
Mr. Huggins and Dr. Miller for 
their conjoint researches. Mr 
Huggins has siufe continued his 
prismatic researches by a re-exa- 
mination of the nebulae with a more 
powerful spectroscope, by which his 
former results have been confirmed. 
He has also examined the spectra 
of four comets, and has found that 
the greater part of the light of 
these objects is different from solar 
light. The spectrum of Wionecke^s 
comet he found to be identical with 
the spectrum of carbon. His recent 
observations of the bright comet 
(Coggia's) of the autumn of 1874 I 
confirm his earlier ones, and show 
that carbon, probably in combina- 
tion with hydrogen, forms one of 
the constituents of cometary mat- 
ter. Mr. Huggins has shown that 
the proper motion of the stars in 
the line of sight can be determined 
from any small shift of position 
which the lines of their spectra 
may have suffered, and that Sirius 
is moving from the earth with a 
velocity of twenty-seven miles per 
second. Of thirty stars examined 
subsequently, nineteen were found 
to be receding, and eleven ap- 
proaching. These results have been 
confirmed by observations made at 
the Eoyal Observatory, Greenwich j 


and this method of research is now 
included in the routine work there. 
Mr. Huggins has made observa- 
tions of the spectra of the solar 
prominences, and devised the me- 
thod by which the forms of these 
objects may be seen. He has also 
succeeded in detecting the heat re- 
ceived at the earth from some of 
the fixed stars. From 1875 Mr. 
Huggins has been engaged in ob- 
taining photographs of the ultra- 
violet portions (invisible to eye 
observation) of the spectra of the 
stars. This difficult research has 
led to important results, and has 
opened up quite a new field of work 
to the astronomer : it furnishes the 
only data we at present have as to 
the probable relative ages of the 
stars, and of the sun. Mx. Huggins 
has extended this method of re- 
search to two comets, and to the 
Great Nebula in Orion, in each case 
new results of importance being 
obtained. For these newer re- 
searches, and for that on the mo- 
tion of stars m the line of sight, 
Mr. Huggins has a second time re- 
ceived a medal from the Eoyal 
Society, the Eomford Medal being 
conferred upon him m 1880. Mr. 
Huggins delivered the Eede Lec- 
ture at the University of Cam- 
bridge in 1869, when he gave an 
account of his researches in astro- 
nomy by means of the spectroscope. 
In May, 1870, he received the 
honorary degree of LL.D. from the 
University of Cambridge; and at 
the Commemoration at Orford the 
same year, the degree of D C.L. 
On the occasion of the meeting of 
the British Association at Edin- 
burgh, in 1871, he was created 
honorary LL D. of that university. 
A large telescope of fifteen inches 
aperture, by Messrs. Grubb, of 
Dublin, constructed at the expense 
of the Eoyal Society, was placed, 
in 1871, in Mr. Huggins’s hands, 
and fixed in an observatory erected 
by him at Upper Tulse Hill. In 
July, 1872, he was elected a Fo- 
reign Member of the ancient uni- 
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versitjj Eei Lincei, at Eome. In 
tlie October of the same year the 
Academy of Sciences of Paris 
awarded the Lalande Prize for 
Astronomy to Mr. Huggins^ as an 
acknowledgment of his researches 
in the physical constitution of the 
stars, planets, comets, and nehulaa. 
The Emperor of Brazil, who has 
twice paid long visits to Mr. Hug- 
gms^s observatory, honoured him 
with the distinction of Commander 
of the Order of the Pose in March, 
1873. About the same time he was 
elected a Foreign Member of the 
Eoyal Society of Denmark, and also 
of the Philosophical Society of 
Lund. In Jan. 1874, he received 
the honour of being elected a Cor- 
responding Member of the Academy 
of Science of Paris. At the ter- 
centenary commemoration of the 
university of Leyden, in 1875j Mr 
Huggins received the honorary 
degree of Doctor of Physics and 
Mathematics. In 1877 he was 
elected a Corresponding Member 
of the Eoyal Society of Gottingen, 
and a member of the Eoyal Society 
of Bohemia. Mr. Huggins was Pre- 
sident of the Eoyal Astronomical 
Society of Great Britam from 1876 
to 1878 

H D G H E S, The Eight Eev. 
Joshua, D D , Bishop of St. Asaph, 
born at ISTewport, Pembrokeshire, 
m 1807, was educated at Cardigan 
and Tstramenrig schools, and sub- 
sequently at St. David's College, 
Lampeter, under Dr Ollivant, the 
present Bishop of Llandaff Havmg 
taken orders, he began his career 
in the Church as curate to the late 
Archdeacon Hughes, of Aberyst- 
with. Subsequently he was pro- 
moted to the incumbency of St. 
David's, Carmarthen, and soon 
afterwards to that of Abergwih 
(1837), in which parish the Bishop 
of St. David's resides. His popu- 
larity there, and the zeal and 
energy with which he laboured, 
induced the bishop to present him 
to the vicarage of Llandingat, near 
Llandovery, in 1846. He also be- 


came rural dean, surrogate, and 
proctor in convocation for the dio- 
cese of St. David's. In March, 
1870, he was nominated by Mr. 
Gladstone to the see of St. Asaph. 
Bishop Hughes is said to be an 
effective preacher both in English 
a nd W elsh. 

HUGHES, Thomas, Q.C., second 
son of Mr. John Hughes, of Don- 
nmgton Priory, near Hewbury, 
Berks, by Margaret Elizabeth, 
daughter of Mr. Thomas Wilkin- 
son, was born on Oct 20, 1823, at 
Uffington, in Berkshire, of which 
parish his grandfather was vicar. 
His father afterwards removed to 
Donnington Priory. In 1830 he 
was sent to a school at Twyford, 
near Winchester, and at the end 
of the year 1833 he was removed to 
Eugby, where he studied under 
Dr. Arnold, From thence he pro- 
ceeded to Oriel College, Oxford, 
where he took his B.A. degree in 
1845. Previously to this time he 
had turned bis attention to poli- 
tical problems, and when he left 
Oxford he was an advanced Liberal. 
He was called to the bar at Lin- 
coln's Inn in Jan 1848 He was 
one of the members for Lambeth 
from 1865 to 1868, when he was 
retm’ned for the borough of Frome, 
which he continued to represent 
till Jan. 1874 At the general elec- 
tion of Feb. 1874, he was nominated 
as a candidate for Marylebone, but 
he retired on the day before the 
poll was taken, when 294 votes were 
recorded in his favour. Mr. Hughes 
was appointed a Queen's Counsel 
in 1869, and in the following year 
he made a tour in the United States. 
In July, 1882, he was appomted 
Judge of the County Court Circuit, 
No. 9, vacant by the resignation of 
Mr. Yates. He is the author of . — 

Tom Brown's School Days, by an 
Old Boy," 1857, which passed 
through several editions, and a 
French version of which '‘'iinite 
de I'Anglais avec I'autorisation de 
I'auteur par J. Levoisin," appeared 
at Paris in 1875 j The Scouring 
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of the White Horsej” 1858, though 
dated 1859; ^^Tom Browu at Ox- 
ford/" 3 vols., 1861 ; Eeligio 
Laici/" 1861, being the first of a 
series of Tracts for Priests and 
People,"" and afterwards reprinted 
as " A Layman"s Paith,"" 1868 ; 

The Cause of Freedom : which is 
its Champion in America, the North 
or the South?"" 1863; "Alfred 
the Great,"" in the" Sunday Library 
for Household Eeading,"" 1869 ; 
"Memoir of a Brother"" [Geo. C 
Hughes], (2nd edit., 1873) ; a Pre- 
fatory Memoir to Charles Kings- 
ley"s "Alton Locte,"" 1876; "The 
Old Church* what shall we do 
with It ? "" a volume directed 
against the movement for the dis- 
establishment of the Church of 
England 1878 ; and " A Memoir of 
Daniel Macmillan,"" 1882. He also 
contributed a preface to '^Whit- 
more"s Poems;"" and edited J. E. 
Lowell"s "Biglow Papers,"" 1859; 
the Comte de Paris" worh on " The 
Trade Unions of England,"" 1869; 
and J. F. D. Maurice"s treatise on 
" The Friendship of Books,"" 1874. 
Mr. Hughes married, in 1847, Anne 
Frances, eldest daughter of the 
Eev. James Ford, I^ebendary of 
Exeter. 

HUGO (Vicomte), Victob 
Mabie, was born at Besan 9 on, Feb. 
26, 1802, his father being a colonel 
in the French army. From Be- 
san^on he was carried to Elba, to 
Paris, to Eome, and to Naples, 
before he was five years of age. 
In 1809 he returned to France and 
received classical instruction at a 
religious house. The first volume 
of his "Odes and Ballads"" ap- 
peared in 1822, and his tales, 
"Hans of Iceland,"" and "Bug- 
Jargal,"" were written about this 
time. In 1826 he published a 
second volume of "Odes and Bal- 
lads,"" which exhibited a change m 
his political and literary opinions, 
and in 1827 he composed his drama, 
" Cromwell "" In 1829 he published 
his " Last Days of a Condemned 
Criminal,"" the terrific interest of 


which secured it an immense suc- 
cess. M. Hugo prepared a further 
attack on the stiff and unnatural 
style of French dramatic literature 
in his "Hemani,"" first played at 
the Thedtre Fran 9 aiSj Feb. 26, 
1830, and it caused a scene of riot- 
ous confusion. The Academy went 
so far as to lay a complaint against 
his attempted innovations at the 
foot of the throne. Charles X. 
sensibly replied that "in matters 
of art he was no more than a 
private person."" Shortly after the 
Eevolution of July, 1830, his 
" Marion de Lorme,"" which had been 
suppressed by the censorship under 
the Eestoration, was brought out 
with success. " Le Eoi s"amuse "" 
was performed at the Thedtre 
Fran^ais in Jan. 1832, and the day 
after its production was interdicted 
by the Government. M. Victor 
Hugo, who published a number of 
dramatic pieces of various merit, 
after many struggles was admitted 
into the Academy in 1841, and was 
created a peer of France by Louis- 
Philippe. In 1849 he was chosen 
President of the Peace Congress, of 
which he had been a leading mem- 
ber. After 1862 M. Victor Hugo 
resided in exile in Jersey, Guern- 
sey, and elsewhere, and refused to 
avail himself of the general am- 
nesty issued Aug. 15, 1859. On the 
fall of the empire, however, he 
hastened back to his native country, 
entered heartily into the Eepubh- 
can movement, and was returned to 
the National Assembly at Bor- 
deaux, which he soon quitted in 
disgust, sending, on March 9, 1871, 
the following characteristic letter 
to the President, M. Grevy : — 
"Three weeks ago the Assembly 
refused to hear Garibaldi; to-day 
it refuses to hear me. I resign my 
seat."" M. Hugo then repaired to 
Brussels, but the Belgian Govern- 
ment, alarmed by his violent writ- 
ings,* and his avowed sympathy 
with the Communists, expelled him 
from the country. He then sought 
refuge in the seclusion of the little 
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town of Vianden, in Luxemburg, 
where he composed “ L^ Ann.ee Ter- 
rible.” Eetuming to Paris m J nly, 

1871, he pleaded earnestly for the 
lives of P-ossel, Ferre, and the 
other Communists, to no effect. He 
accepted the mandat imjperatif in 
the following elections, but M 
Yautrian defeated him. M. Victor 
Hugo has given an account of this 
period of his career in "Actes et 
Paroles, 1870-71-72,” published in 

1872. He wrote much after he 

quitted France in 1852 His satire, 
"Napoleon le Petit,” appeared at 
Brussels in 1852 5 " Les Ch^ti- 

ments,” at the same place, in 1853 j 
and " Contemplations,” at Pans, in 
1853. His fame rests principally 
on his "Notre-Dame de Paris,” 
which has been translated into 
most European languages, and is 
known in England under the title 
of the Hunchback of Notre- 
Dame.” Has semi-historical and 
social romance, Les Miserables,” 
translated into nine languages, was 
issued at Paris, Brussels, London, 
New York, Madrid, Berlin, St. 
Petersburg, and Tu^, the same 
day, April 3, 1862. This was fol- 
lowed in 1864 by a rhapsodical 
work on Shakspere — ^not hkely to 
add to his reputation. His last 
novel, " L^Homme qui Bit,” ap- 
peared in 1869. M. Victor Hugo 
has been a prolific writer, and a list 
of his works would exceed our 
limits. Amongst those best known 
in England are " Claude Grueux,” a 
talej "Lucr4ce Borgia,” "Marie 
Tudor,” "Buy Bias,” ^'Les Bur- 
graves,"'^ and "Marion de Lorme,” 
plays J and " Le Bhin,” a book of 
travels. His most recent works 
are " La LSgende des Siecles,” new 
series, 6 vols. 1877-83 j "Bhstoire 
d"un Crime,” 2 vols. 1877-78, 
bemg an account of Louis Napo- 
leon^’s coup d^4tat; "Le Pape,” a 
poem, 1878 ; " La Pitie Supreme,” 
a poem, 1879 ; " Beligions et 

Eeligion,” 1880, a poem which, 
beginning, like the Chdtiments,” 
in a tone of comedy and irony, re- 


views creeds and systems, passes 
from Catholicism to Nihilism, and 
concludes by an affirmation of a 
Theism without "catechisms, kor- 
ans, and grammars ” j " Les Quatre 
Vents de TE sprit,” 1881, poems ; 
and " Torquemada,” a dramatic 
poem (1882). 

HULL, EnwAED, M.A, LL.D., 
F.B.S., Director of the G-eological 
Survey of Ireland, son of the Bev. 
J. D. Hull, vicar of Wickhambrook, 
was born in Antrim, May 21, 1829. 
He was extensively employed upon 
the geological survey of Great 
Britam under the late Sir H. T. 
De la Beche and Sir B. I. Murchi- 
son. In 1867 he was appointed 
District Surveyor to the G-eological 
Survey of Scotland, and in 1869 
Director of the Survey of Ireland, 
and Professor of Geology in the 
Boyal College of Science, Dublin, 
on the decease of the late Professor 
Jukes. On the appointment of the 
Boyal Commission on Coal Be- 
sources. Professor Hull prepared an 
estimate of the quantity of coal in 
the coalfields of Ireland, and also 
contributed information on those of 
England, which is published m the 
Beport. In 1873 he was elected 
President of the Boyal Geological 
Society of Ireland, and in 1874 
President of the Geological Section 
of the British Association at its 
meeting in Belfast. In 1879 he re- 
ceived the honorary degree of 
LL.D. from the Umversity of 
Glasgow. He is the author of 
several works, of which the f ollow- 
mg are the more important : — 
"The Physical Geology and Geo- 
graphy of Ireland,” 1878; "The 
Coal Fields of Great Britain,” 4th 
edit. 1881 ; "On Building and 
Ornamental Stones of Great Britain 
and Foreign Countries,” 1872 ; 
memoirs " On the Triassic and Per- 
mian Bocks of the Midland Counties 
of England,” 1869 ; " On the 
Geology of the Leicestershire Coal 
Field,” I860; "On the Geology 
of the Coirntry around Oldham and 
Manchester,” 1863 ; ".On the 
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G-eology of the Country around 
Chelteiiiam/^ 1857. Mr. Hull is 
also a contributor to the Quarterly 
Journal of Science, the Dullin TJm- 
versity Magazine, the Geological 
Magazine, and the Transactions of 
the Eoyal and Geological Societies 
of London^ Dublin, and other 
towns. 

HDLLAH, John, teacher of sing- 
ing, bom in 1812, is a native of 
Worcester. In 1829 he became a 
pupil of the late Mr. Horsley, and 
in 1832 studied under CreveUi at 
the Eoyal Academy of Music. He 
first became known as the composer 
of the music to Mr. C- Dickens’s 
opera, "The Village Coquettes” 
In 1840 he estabhshed his well- 
known system of singmg, and has 
done much to popularise the study 
of music among the middle classes. 
St. Martin’s HaE, built for him in 
1847, was unfortunately burnt down 
in 1860, on which occasion Mr. 
Hullah’s friends and pupils pre- 
sented him with a handsome testi- 
monial, as a mark of gratitude for 
his teaching, and sympathy with 
his misfortune. He has been Pro- 
fessor of Vocal Music and of Har- 
mony in Kmg’s College, Queen’s 
College, and Bedford College, Lon- 
don, organist of Charterhouse, and 
conductor of the orchestra and 
chorus in the Eoyal Academy of 
Music. Mr. Hullah was appointed 
Musical Inspector for the Dnited 
Kingdom by the Committee of 
Council on Education in March, 
1872. He is the author of "A 
Grammar of Harmony,” a " Gram- 
mar of Counterpoint,” of "The 
History of Modern Music,” and 
" The Transition Period of Musical 
History ” (courses of lectures deli- 
vered at the Eoyal Institution of 
Great Britain), and of a large num- 
ber of detached essays on the history 
and science of music. Mr. Hullah 
resigned the Prof essorship of Vocal 
Music at King’s College, London, 
in 1874. The honorary degree of 
LL D. was conferred on him by the 
Umversity of Edinburgh in 1876, 


and m 1877 he was elected an 
honorary member of the Eoyal 
Academy of St. Cecilia at Eome — 
the oldest musical institution in 
Europe In 1882 he received a 
Civil List pension of .£150 "in 
recognition of his great services in 
the advancement of musical educa- 
tion^ this country.” 

HTJMBEET IV., King of Italy, 
the eldest son of the late King 
Victor Emanuel, was born March 
14, 1844. At an early age he ob- 
tained an insight into political and 
military life under the guidance of 
his father, whom he attended dur- 
ing the war of Italian Independ- 
ence, although he was then too 
young to take an active part in the 
struggle. The youthful heir to the 
throne was more closely connected 
with the movement for the unifica- 
tion of Italy, which followed the 
events of 1859. In particular he 
took part in the work of reorganiz- 
ing the ancient Kingdom of the 
two Sicilies, and in July, 1862, he 
visited Naples and Palermo, where 
he shared the popularity of Gari- 
baldi. When the war between 
Prussia and Austria was imminent. 
Prince Humbert was despatched to 
Paris to ascertain the sentiments of 
the French Government in refer- 
ence to the alliance between Italy 
nnd Prussia. On the outbreak of 
hostilities he hastened to take the 
field; obtained the command of a 
division of General Cialdini’s army 
with the title of Lieutenant- 
General; and was present at the 
disastrous battle of Custozza (June 
23, 1866), where, it is said, he per- 
formed prodigies of valour. On 
April 22, 1868, he married, at Turin, 
his cousin, the Princess Marguerite 
Marie Th6rese Jeanne - of Savoy, 
daughter of the late Duke Ferdi- 
nand of Genoa, brother of King 
Victor Emanuel. This union 
resulted in the birth of a son at 
Naples, Nov. 11, 1869, who re- 
ceived the names of Victbr Em- 
anuel Ferdinand Mary Januarius, 
and the title of Prince of Naples. 
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After the seizure of Some hy the 
Italian troops m 1870^ Prince Hum- 
bert and the Princess Marguerite 
took up their residence in the 
Eternal City. He succeeded to the 
throne on the death of his father, 
Jan. 9, 1878. As he was entering 
Naples, Nov. 17, 1878, a man named 
Giovanni Passanante approached 
the royal carriage and attempted 
to assassinate his Majesty with a 
poniard. The King escaped with a 
slight scratch, but Signor Cairoli, 
the Prime Minister, who was with 
him , was wounded rather badly in 
the thigh. Passanante was con- 
demned to death, but the punish- 
ment was commuted by the King 
to penal servitude for life. King 
Humbert received the Order of the 
Garter by the hands of the Duke of 
Abereorn at the Quirinal, March 2, 
1878. 

PnCTME, Thu Ebv. Abbatlim, 
D.O.L., LD.D„ of Scotch extrac- 
tion, bom about 1815, was educated 
at the Koyal BeKast College, at 
Glasgow University, and afterwards 
at iSinity College, Dublin, in aU 
which he succeeded in obtaining 
honours. Having taught mathe- 
matics and the English language 
and hterature in the Belfast Eoyal 
Institution and Academy, and the 
Institute and College at Liverpool, 
he was ordained in 1843, and the 
hon. degree of LL D. was conferred 
upon him by the University of 
Glasgow. In 1847 he was ap- 
pointed to a new parish, of which 
he is Yicar, in Liverpool ; and his 
minute statistical inquiries con- 
nected with this and other portions 
of the town threw great light upon 
its moral and spiritual condition 
The publication of a summary of 
the previous year's work from his 
diary in Jan. 1857 and 1868, under 
the signature of “A Lancashire 
Incumbent," had the effect of 
modifying public opinion on the 
subject of the idleness imputed to 
the clergy, in letters printed in the 
Times. In 1858 he gave evidence ■ 
before a Select Committee of the | 


House of Lords on the " Means of 
Divine Worship in Populous Dis- 
tricts," which led to the formation 
of the Liverpool Church Aid So- 
ciety; and in 1859 gave evidence 
before another Select Committee of 
the Lords on the subject of 
Church Bates." Of several maps 
which he produced, one was pub- 
lished with the Eeport. It showed 
the proportion of non-worshippers, 
and of worshippers in each of the 
three great classes, in England and 
Wales, and in seventy-three of the 
large towns. This evidence has 
been frequently quoted in parlia- 
mentary debates He has paid 
great attention to the promotion of 
education, and to the advancement 
of useful learning among all 
classes in Liverpool. He is a 
Fellow of the Boyal Society of 
Northern Antiquaries, Copenhagen, 
and of the Society of Antiquaries, 
London, was President of the 
Historic Society of Lancashire and 
Cheshire, of which he was one of 
the three founders, for six years, 
and is an honorary or correspond- 
ing member of other learned so- 
cieties. Most of his writings have 
appeared in the Transactions of 
learned societies and in periodical 
pubhcations. Among these are 
The Learned Societies and Print- 
ing Clubs of the United Kmgdom,” 
published in 1847; "Sir Hugh of 
Lincoln, or an Examination of a 
Curious Tradition respecting the 
Jews," 1849 ; Philosophy of 
Geographical Names,” 1851 ; 
" Geographical Terms, as illustrat- 
ing and enriching the Enghsh 
Language," 1859 ; " Topo^a- 

phical. Historical, and Philological 
Essays, reprinted from the Ulster 
Journal of Archeeology ; " various 
pamphlets in defence of the Estab- 
lished Church ; Essays on Elemen- 
tary Education ; and single ser- 
mons. A large illustrated archseo- 
logical work, descriptive of an ex- 
tinct town or settlement, called 
Meols, on the Cheshire coast, ap- 
peared in 1863; and "Eesults of 
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the Irish Census^ -with a special 
Eeference to the Church m Ire- 
land/' in 1861. In 1867 he was 
sent on a surveying tour by the 
South American Missionary Society, 
and explored the west coast, especi- 
ally in Peru and Chili. He is the 
author of two pamphlets, respect- 
ively on the moral condition and 
commercial prospects of that 
country, and of a third on some of 
its curious antiquities. In 1869 he 
was awarded the Cunningham 
prize by the Eoyal Irish Academy, 
for a valuable essay on the Irish 
Dialect, accompanied by a large 
glossary of words and phrases. In 
1874 he was appointed to an hono- 
rary canonry in Chester Cathedral. 
He was one of those who contended 
for years that Liverpool should have 
a Bishop j and acting as Secretary 
of the Committee, he published 
four pamphlets on the sub3ect 
One of these was a " Detailed Ac- 
count of how Liverpool became a 
Diocese," and another, " Growth of 
the Episcopate during 1700 Tears." 
In 1881, he conducted a "Creed 
Census " of the whole diocese, ob- 
taining replies from the people 
with readiness j and in 1882, when 
a Census of Eeligious Worship for 
the Diocese was taken in all the 
churches, it was tabulated and re- 
duced to order by Canon Hume. 
He has also written an Ecclesi- 
astical History of Liverpool," 
which was published in the first 
number of the " Diocesan Ca- 
lendar." 

BCUME, Hamilton, born June 
IS, 1797, at Paramatta, Hew South 
Wales, iu Aug. 1814, when only 
seventeen years of age discovered 
the now populous district of Ber- 
rima. In 1824 he led a party 
across the Blue Mountams, and, 
accompanied by Mr. Hovell, accom- 
plished the fimt overland journey 
from New South Wales to what is 
now known as Victoria, crossing 
and giving his name to the Hume 
river, the principal tributary of the 
Murray. In 1826 he accompanied 


Stmd: on his first e^loring expedi- 
tion, and his services in guiding 
the pai'ty in unknown districts were 
gratefully reeogmsed by the Go- 
vernment and by Sturt himself. 
In July, 1858, a marble column in 
his honour was erected, by public 
subscription, on the northern bank 
of the river Hume, near the town 
of Albury, 2000 miles from the sea. 
In 1858 the river was navigated by 
ten steamers and as many barges ; 
and in the third year of its naviga- 
tion the value of the merchandise 
transported was upwards of a mil- 
lion sterling. Some difference of 
opinion having occurred, as to the 
precedency of Mr. Hume or Mr. 
Hovell m the exploration of 1826, 
the former gentleman published, in 
1855, " A Brief Statement of Facts 
in connection with an Overland 
Expedition from Lake George to 
Port Philip, in the year 1824." A 
township and electoral district were 
named after him, also a beautiful 
bridge erected over the Tass. 
Though never in England, he was 
elected a Fellow of the Eoyal 
Geographical Society on the re- 
commendation of two of its coun- 
cil, and he is a Colonial Magistrate 
for the district of Tass, near which

HUMPHEET, The Eev. Wil- 
liam S. J., son of John Humphrey, 
Esq., J.P., of Pitmedden, Aberdeen- 
shire, was bom at Aberdeen, July 
31, 1839. He was educated at 
Marischal College, Aberdeen, and 
is a member of the General Council 
of the University of Aberdeen. He 
studied law at the University of 
Edmburgh ; was ordained a clergy- 
man of the Chm'ch of England by 
Dr. Forbes, Bishop of Brechin, and 
held the living of St Mary Mag- 
dalene, Dundee. He became a 
Catholic in March, 1868, and went 
to Eome, where he made his theo- 
logical studies at the Collegio 
Eomano. He was ordained priest 
by Cardinal Manning, in 1871, and 
served on the mission in London 
till 1874, when he entered the 
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Society of Jesus. Eatlier Hiim- 
phrey is author of ^^Tlie Divine 
Teacher ; " Mary magnifying 
Uod,” May Sermons ; " The Writ- 
ten Word: or Considerations on 
the Sacred Scriptures;” '"Other 
G-ospels . or Lectures on St. Paul’s 
Epistle to the Galatians ; ” " Mr. 
Eitz James Stephen, and Cardmal 
BeUarmine besides contributions 
to the Catholic Academia, and 
essays in the Month. 

HUMPHEETS, Genebal An- 
DEEW Atkinson, born in Philadel- 
phia, Pennsylvania, Nov. 2, 1810 
He graduated at the Military Aca- 
demy at West Point, in 1837 ; served 
in the war against the Seminole 
Indians in Florida, and subse- 
quently in the engineer department 
of the army and on the coast sur- 
vey From 1850 to the outbreak of 
the civil war in 1861 he was 
engaged on the hydrographic sur- 
vey of the delta of the Mississippi. 
Humphreys, now a ma 3 or, was 
'on the staff of General 
icClelLan, rose to the rank of 
major-general of volunteers, and 
held important positions through- 
out all the campaigns in Virginia. 
Towards the conclusion of the siege 
of Petersburg he commanded an 
army corps, and was brevetted as 
major-general in the regular army 
for his conduct in the closing action 
with the army under General Lee. 
In Aug., 1866, he was appointed 
Chief of Engineers of the United 
States army, with the rank of 
Brigadier-General, a position which 
he held until June, 1879, when at 
hi s ow n request he was retired, 
HUMPHRY, The Rev. William 
Gilson, B.D., born at Sudbury, 
Suffolk, in 1815, was educated at 
Shrewsbury School and Trinity 
College, Cambridge, of which Col- 
lege, after graduating B.A in 1837, 
he was elected Fellow. He was 
Hulsean lecturer at Cambridge in 
1849-50. Having been chaplam to 
the late Bishop of London (Dr. 
Blomfield) for some years, he was 
appointed by him in 1855 to the 


vicarage of St. Martin-in-the-Fields, 
and was made prebendary of St. 
Paul’s. He is the author of "A 
Commentary on the Book of the 
Acts of the Apostles,” "The Doc- 
trine of a Future State ” (the Hul- 
sean Lecture for 1849) ; "The Early 
Progress of the Gospel ” (the Hul- 
sean Lecture for 1850) ; " An His- 
torical and Explanatory Treatise 
on the Book of Common Prayer ; ” 
"The Miracles” (the Boyle Lec- 
tm'e for 1857) ; The Character of 
St. Paul” (the Boyle Lecture for 
1858) ; he edited " Theophilus of 
Antioch,” 1852, and " Theophy- 
lact on St. Matthew,” 1854, for 
the Syndics of the Cambridge Press ; 
he is one of the authors of "A 
Revised Version of St. John’s 
Gospel, and the Epistles to the 
Romans and Corinthians,” 1857 ; 
and was one of the company ap- 
pointed by Convocation to revise 
the Authorised Version of the New 
Testament. 

HUNT, AlLPEed William, M A., 
was bom at Liverpool in 1830, and 
educated at the Collegiate School 
in that town. In 1848 he gained a 
scholarship at Corpus Christi Col- 
lege, Oxford. In 1851 he won the 
" Newdigate,” and in 1852 took his 
degree with a second class in class- 
ics In the following year he be- 
came a fellow of his college. He 
first exhibited in the Royal Aca- 
demy in 1854. His picture was, 
" Styehead Pass, Cumberland.” In 
1856 he made a first success in the 
Royal Academy with a picture of 
"Llyn Idwal,” which was much 
praised by Mr. Ruskin; and the 
same year he became a member of 
the Hogarth Club, which was then 
just founded, and was the centre of 
Preraphaelite force. Mr. . Hunt’s 
next year’s pictures were also much 
admired by Mr Ruskin in his 
"Academy Notes,” but they were 
unfortunately placed, and Mr. Rus- 
Mn’s comments on their hanging 
were of a kind which did not 
advance the artist’s fortunes for 
the future. Mr. Hunt continued. 
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howver, at intervals^ to exliibit in 
the Eoyal Academy xintil 1862^ 
when he was elected an Associate 
of the Society of Painters in Water- 
ColonrSj of which he was made a 
full member two years later^ and 
for about seven years worked only 
m that medium. In 1870 he again 
sent a picture to the Academy, and 
has since then exhibited both oil 
and water-colour-s. Mr Hunt's best 
known pictures since that time are * 
'^Loch Maree;" Goring Lock/' 
" Dunstanborough Castle ; " "A 
Mountain joyous with Leaves and 
Sti*eams ; Summer Days for 
Me ; " " Whitby Morning " and 
“ Evening ; " Leafy June ; " " The 
Wreck of the Globe/' "Whitby 
Churchyai'd 5 " and " Sonning." 
Mr. Hunt's water-colours are so 
numerous, that it is difficult to 
make a selection from them. Per- 
haps the most important are the 
" Durham ; " " The Eainbow ; " 
" IJllswater ; " Llandecwyn ; 

" Loch Corinsk j " and " A Land of 
Smouldering Eire." A large num- 
ber of fine specimens of his art 
were grouped together at one 
of the Winter Exhibitions of the 
Grosvenor Gallery a few years 
ago, and are fresh in the recollec- 
tion of many. Mr. Hunt is gene- 
rally considered to be the most 
dislanguished follower of Turner, 
and the chief upholder of the 
system of landscape which endea- 
vours to unite truth of light and 
poetical feeling with fidelity to 
nature. In 18S2 Mr. Himt was 
elected Honorary Eellow of Corpus 
Christi College, Oxford. 

HTJHT, Egbert, E E.S., born 
Sept. 6, 1807, at Devonport, a seK - 
educated man, is the Keeper of 
Mining Eecords at the Museum of 
Practical Geology, and was the 
fii-st-appointed Professor of Me- 
chanical Science to the Govern- 
ment School of Mines. He is best 
known by his work on ^'Photo- 
graphy," pubhshed in 1842 ; " Ee- 
searches on Light," "The Poetry 
of Science," and " Panthea, or the 


Spirit of Nature," 1849 ; " Ele- 
mentary Physics," 1851 ; and 
"Manual of Photography," 7th 
edition 1857 , and is the editor of 
three editions of " Hre's Dictionary 
of Arts, Manufactures, and Mmes." 
The 7th edition was published in 
1875, and a supplementary volume 
in 1878. He has devoted special 
attention to the chemical infiuences 
of the solar rays, is the discoverer 
of several important photographic 
processes, and has contributed to a 
more perfect knowledge of the 
influences of light, heat, and acti- 
nism (the chemical principle of the 
solar rays), on the growth of 
plants. These researches have been 
published in the " Transactions of 
the British Association," and one 
paper in the " Transactions of the 
Eoyal Society," of which Society he 
has been for many years a Eellow. 
He was for five years Secretary to 
the Eoyal Cornwall Polytechnic 
Society, during which period he 
was very actively engaged in inves- 
tigating the phenomena of mineral 
vems and of metalliferous deposits 
in general. Mr Eobert Hunt, who 
is the author of the " Synopsis," 
and of the "Handbook" of the 
Great Exhibition of 1851, and of 
the International Exhibition of 
1862, was the originator of the 
publication of statistical returns of 
the mineral produce of the United 
Kingdom. His " Mineral Statis- 
tics," pubhshed annually by order 
of the Treasury, are so much 
valued by those engaged in metal- 
lurgical and mineral industries, 
that in 1860 a very handsome 
testimonial of the value of 600 
gumeas was presented to him. 
He originated the Miner's Asso- 
ciation of Cornwall and Devon- 
shire, the object of which is to give 
the practical miner a scientific edu- 
cation, fitted for the industry in 
which he is engaged. This Insti- 
tution IS still actively at work. 
Mr. E. Hunt was appointed in 1866 
one of the Eoyal Commissioners to 
inquire into the quantity of coal 
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remainiiL^ unworked m the British 
coal-fields. 

HUNT, Thomas Steeey, LL.D., 
B.E S., born at Norwich, Connecti- 
cut, Sept. 5, 1825. In 1845 he 
became assistant to Prof. Si lli man 
in his chemical laboratory at Yale 
College, and in 1847 was appointed 
chemist and mmeralogist to the 
Geological Survey of Canada. He 
held this post for more than twenty- 
five years, resigning it in 1872 to 
accept the chair of Geology in the 
Massachusetts Institute of Techno- 
logy, but has recently returned to 
Montreal. Bis eai'lier studies were 
directed especially to theoretical 
chemistry, and the theories deduced 
by him were maintained by him in 
a series of papers in the American 
Journal of Scienccj beginning in 
1848. He has made very thorough 
researches into the chemical and 
mineral composition of rocks, and 
into the chemistry of mineral 
waters, and has very fully discussed 
the phenomena of volcanoes and 
igneous rocks. His views on these 
and other kindred questions, are to 
be found in an essay on the Che- 
mistry of the Earth,^^ in the Report 
of the Smithsonian Institution for 
1869, in his address as retiring 
President of the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Science 
(1871), and m more recent papers. 
His contributions to American and 
Em’opean scientific societies and 
journals are very numerous , and a 
collection of many of them was 
publiied in 1874. He furnished 
many important articles in his 
specialty to Appleton's "American 
Cyclopsedia '' (1874-76), and is a 
member of the leading learned 
societies of both continents. His 
latest work is on the "Coal and 
Iron in Southern Ohio" (1881). 
The honorary degree of LL.D. was 
conferred upon him by the Umver- 
sity of Cambridge, Nov. 24, 1881 
HUNT, William, journalist, born 
in 1815, n-t Washfield, Tiverton, 
Devonshire, was educated at the 
village school, and under Dr. Ridge- 


way, of Bristol. In 1843 he was 
engaged as a reporter on the Ply- 
mouth TimeSj and a few years later 
he was appomted editor of the 
West of England Conservative, issued 
at Devonport, which, during his 
editorship, became the Western 
Courier. He assisted in estabhsh- 
mg the Western Morning News, in 
1860, and was editorially connected 
with it until late in 1863, when he 
went to Hull and established the 
Easteim Morning News, m 1864, and 
that journal has since been under 
his management and editorship 
He also edited an evening paper 
for many years, entitled the Hull 
Esspress, and retired from its con- 
trol in 1883. He likewise edited 
for some time the Hull Criterion, a 
critical weekly of importance. In 
1852 he was elected a member of 
the Provincial Newspaper Society 
of Great Britain and Ireland, and 
was its president in 1878-9. 

HUNT, William Holman, 
painter, one of the most prominent 
members of the Pre-i^phaelite 
movement, born in London m 1827, 
exhibited his first picture at the 
Academy in 1846. The earlier works 
were adopted from poetry and fic- 
tion, such as " Dr. Rochecliffe per- 
forming Divine Service in the 
Cottage of Joceline Johffe at Wood- 
stock," in 1847; "The Ehght of 
Madeline and Porphyro," from 
Keats's " St. Agnes," in 1848 ; and 
"Rienzi vowing to obtain Justice 
for the death of his young Bro- 
ther," in 1849. He commenced 
that choice of religious and mysti- 
cal subjects, whereby he has since 
made himself best known, with " A 
Converted British Eamily shelter- 
ing a Christian Missionary from 
the Persecution of the Druids," m 
1850, followed by the symbohcal 
" Hirehng Shepherd," m 1852, His 
picture of 1851 was in a different 
class of sentiment, — "Valentine 
receiving Sylvia from Proteus ;" 
that of 1853, "Claudio and Isa- 
bella," and " Our English Coasts," 
a beautiful study of the Downs at

Hastings. Three of these pictures 
were awarded ^850 and ^860 prizes 
at Liverpool and Birmingham. 
The occult meaning of his '' Light 
of the World ” and of the "Awaken- 
ing Conscience/^ of 1854 was ex- 
plained by Mr. Buskin in some 
letters to the Times, " The Scape- 
goat/' of which the scene was 
painted upon the margin of the 
salt-encrusted shallows of the Bed 
Sea, was exhibited in 1856. The 
"Binding of the Saviour in the 
Temple/' exhibited in 1860, was 
perhaps the painting which at- 
tracted the most exclusive notice 
of any modern effort. His more 
recent pictures are " London Bridge 
on the Kight of the Marriage of 
the Prince of Wales /' " The After- 
Grlow and " The Festival of St. 

S within." The last-mentioned was 
in the Boyal Academy Exhibition 
of 1868. The largest of his works, 
which exclusively occupied his time 
during a residence of four years m 
Palestme, was finished in 1873. It 
is styled " The Shadow of Death," 
and represents a prevision of the 
Crucifixion. 

BTCTNTEB, William Wilson, 
C I E., was bom July 15, 1840, and 
educated at the University of G-las- 
gow, at Paris, and Bonn. He 
headed the list of Indian civilians 
appointed in 1862 , and after dis- 
tmguishmg himself in Calcutta by 
high proficiency in Sanskrit and 
the modern vernaculars of India, 
passed through the usual appoint- 
ments of a civil servant in the 
Bengal districts. On the outbreak 
of the Famine of 1866, he was 
selected to superintend and keep 
agoing public instruction in the 
province of Orissa and the south- 
western division of Bengal. At 
the end of the dearth he received 
the thanks of the Oovernment, 
but was invalided to England. 
While on sick leave Mr. Hunter 
wrote "The Annals of Bural Ben- 
gal," which in the next ten years 
passed through five editions ; and 
a "Dictionary of the Hon-ixyan | 


Languages of India and BQigh 
Asia," for which works, on his re- 
turn to Bengal, he received the 
public acknowledgments of the 
Q-overnor-Greneral, and the Secre- 
tary of State, and the degree of 
LL.D. from the University of Grlas- 
gow. In 1869 he was attached on 
special duty to the Secretariat of 
the Grovernment of Bengal ; m 
1870 to that of the Supreme Gro- 
vernment of India, acting for a 
time as Under-Secretary j m 1871 
he was appointed Director-G-eneral 
of Statistics. As the first head of 
this department he organised and 
carried out the statistical survey of 
India. The first census of India 
was taken in 1872. In 1876 the 
"Statistical Account of Bengal" 
was issued to the pubhc m twenty 
volumes, and an exact survey had 
been made of the resources and 
population of each district m India, 
an area equal to all Europe less 
Bussia." Mr. Hunter again re- 
ceived the gazetted thanks of the 
Government His labours had done 
much to throw light on the causes 
and management of famines, and 
to bring them within control ; and 
in 1878 he was appomted among 
the first members of the new Order 
of the Indian Empire. His best 
known books are the Annals of 
Bural Bengal," "Orissa, or an 
Indian Province under Native 
and British Buie ," " The Indian 
Mussulmans ," ^^A System of Fa- 
mine Warnings " A Life of Lord 
Mayo," 2 vols. ; "A Dictionary 
of the Non-Aryan Languages of 
India and High Asia " The 
Imperial Gazetteer of India " 
9 vols ; ^^The Indian Empire: 
its History, People, and Products," 
1882, which consists mainly of 
the article "India," in his "Im- 
perial Gazetteer," revised, remo- 
delled into chapters, and brought 
up to date. 

HUNTINGTON, Daniel, bom 
at New York, Oct. 14 1816. He 
graduated at Hamilton College in 
1834, and entered the studio of

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S. B. F. Morse^ in NeTT* York, in 
1835^ and soon produced two noted 
genre pictures, tlie Toper Asleep,” 
and tlie *'*’ Bar-room Politician,^^ and 
several excellent landscapes. In 
1839 lie studied in Florence and 
Kome,^and, on Ms return to Arne- 
rica, painted ^'Mercy^s Dream,” 
and Christiana and her Children.” 
In ISll he again went to Eome, 
where he painted the '^Eoman 
Penitents,” Italy,” "The Com- 
munion of the Sick,” and several 
landscapes. In 1851 he visited 
England, where he painted the 
portraits of several distinguished 
personages. With the exception of 
a few years he has "been President 
of the National Academy of Design, 
New York, from 1862 to the pre- 
sent time. Among Ms later works, 
besides numerous portraits, are, 
" Lady Jane G-rey, and Feckenham 
in the Tower,” " Henry YIII. and 
Queen Catherine Parr,” "Queen 
Mary signing the Death-warrant 
of Lady Jane Grey,” "The Good 
Samaritan,” " The Sketcher,” 
"Ichahod Crane and Katima van 
Tassel,” "The Counterfeit Note,” 
another "Mercy’s Dream,” "The 
Eepuhlican Court,” a number of 
Shaksperian subjects, "Chocurna 
Peak,” ^"Philosophy and Christian 
Art,” "Sowing the Word,” and 
Titian and Charles 
HDNTINGTON, Fbedebic 
Daniel, D.D., Bishop of the Pro- 
testant Episcopal Diocese of Cen- 
tral New York, born at Hadley, 
Massachusetts, May 28, 1819. He 
graduated at Amherst College in 
1839, studied divinity at Cam- 
bridge, and in 1842 became pastor 
of a Dnitarian Church in Boston. 
In 1855 he was elected preacher to 
Cambridge Dniversity, and Pro- 
fessor of Christian Morals in Har- 
vard College. He had, about tMs 
time, withdrawn himself from the 
Unitarian body, and came to the 
university occupying an indepen- 
dent position. In 1859 he took , 
orders in the Protestant Episcopal | 
Church ; in 1861 was one of the I 


founders of the Church Monthly; 
and in 1869 was elected bishop of 
the diocese of Central New York. 
Besides a series of lectures on 
""Human Society as Hlustrating 
the Wisdom, Power, and Goodness 
of God,” he has published : "" Ser- 
mons for the People ” (1856) ; 
"• Home and College ” (1859) j "Ee- 
ligious and Moral Sentences of 
Shakespeare compared with Pas- 
sages from Holy Writ ” (1859) ; 
"" Sermons on Christian Living and 
Believing ” (1860) j "" Hymns of 
the Ages” (3 vols., 1860-64) ; 
""Elim” (1865); ""Lessons on the 
Parables ” (1865) ; "" Steps to a 

Living Faith ” 18^0) ; "" Helps to 
a Holy Lent ” (1872) ; "" Helps to 
a Living Faith ” (1873) ; "" Christ 
and the World” (1874) ; ""New 
Helps to a Holy Lent” (1876); 
and ""Sermons on the Christian 
Year” (1881). 

HUNTINGTON, The Hon. 
Lucres Seth, Q.C., M.P., was born 
at Campton, Province of Quebec, on 
May 26, 1827. He received his 
education at Sherbrooke, where he 
studied law, and was called to the 
bar of Lower Canada in 1853 ; 
created Queen’s Counsel m 1863 ; 
was a member of the Executive 
Council of Canada, and Solicitor- 
General for Lower Canada from 
May, 1863, to March, 1864 ; sworn 
of the Privy Council Jan. 1874; 
and was President of that body 
from that date until appointed 
Postmaster-General Oct. 9, 1876, 
wMch position he held until the 
resignation of the Liberal Govern- 
ment of the Hon. Alex Mackenzie, 
in Oct. 1878. Mr. Huntington, in 
1873, took a prominent part in the 
impeachment of Sir John A. Mac- 
donald, and other members of the 
Tory Admimstration of the day 
in connection with the proposed 
Canadian Pacific Eailway, wMch 
resulted in the fall of the Mac- 
donald Government in Nov. of the 
same year. He has for many years 
been laudably engaged in develop- 
ing the mineral resources of the

Quebec Province, and assisting 
other commercial enterprises. He 
represents Shefford, in the Domi- 
nion Parliament 

HUTCHINSON, Jonathan, 
FES., was bom in July, 1828, at 
Selby, Yorkshire, and educated at 
Selby He was admitted a Fellow 
of the College of Surgeons in 1862. 
He was appointed President of the 
Hunterian Society in 1869 and 
1870 j President of the Pathological 
Society in 1879 and 1880 j and has 
been Professor of Surgery and 
Pathology in the Eoyal College of 
Surgeons from 1877, to the present 
time. This distmguished surgeon 
was a member of the Eoyal Com- 
mission appointed in 1881 to inquire 
into the condition of the London 
hospitals for small-pox and fever 
cases, and into the means of pre- 
ventmg the spread of infection. 

HUTCHINSON, Thomas Joseph, 
M.D.,F.E.G-.S., was born at Stoney- 
ford, co. Kilkenny, January 18, 
1820. When he was about two 
years of age his parents settled at 
Enniscorthy. He was educated in 
the latter town, but pursued his 
medical studies in Dublin. After 
takmg his degrees, he made two 
voyages — ^the first in 1850 — ^from 
Liverpool to the Old Calabar Eiver 
in Western Africa as doctor to 
palm oil ships. Towards the end 
of 1853 he was for some time Act- 
ing Surgeon in medical charge of 
H.M.S. Alecto — o, war vessel of the 
West African squadron for crippling 
the slave trade — ^under the com- 
mand of Captain Crofton, E.N. 
He was Senior Medical Officer of 
the Pleiad in the Niger-Tshadda- 
Binue Expedition of 1854-55. In 
this exploration he successfully 
carried out his views — ^founded on 
four years' previous experience — 
about the prevention and treatment 
of African fever. In September, 
1855, he was appointed Her Majes- 
ty's Consul for the Bight of Bi&a 
— extending from Cape Formosa to 
Cape St. John — and, in the same j 
month and year, received a like com- j 


mission for the Island of Fernando 
Po. He was Acting-Governor of 
Fernando Po for Queen Isabella of 
Spain, from January to July, 1857. 
He was elected a Fellow of the 
Eoyal Geographical Society m 1855 
— of the Ethnological Society in 
I860 — of the Eoyal Society of 
Literature in 1861 — of the Anthro- 
pological Society in 1863 — and of 
the Society of Arts in 1874. He is 
Vice-President d'honneur de I'ln- 
stitut d'Afrique in Paris, and 
Honorary Member of the Liverpool 
Literary and Philosophical Society. 
Before the last-mentioned, from 
1852 to 1874, he read many papers 
on his West African and South 
American experiences. He was 
transferred, as Consul, to Eosario, 
m the Argentine Eepublic, on the 
12th of Jtdy, 1861. By directions 
of Earl Eussell he proceeded to 
explore the Salado Valley in search 
of wild cotton on the 25th Novem- 
ber, 1862, and returned to his post 
on the 10th of March, 1863. The 
result of that journey is set forth 
m a paper of his read before the 
Eoyal Geographical Society in 
1865. One of his papers before 
the Liverpool Literary and Philo- 
sophical Society was on the sub- 
ject of ^^Our Meat Supply from 
Abroad," read Jan. 9, 1871. He 
was transferred, as Consul, to Cal- 
lao, on the 20th October, 1870. 
Whilst at Callao he was nominated 
by President Pardo, one of the fif- 
teen Foundation Fellows of the 
Society of Fine Arts in Peru. 
When leaving his post here in May, 
1873, on account of failing health, 
he was presented with an Address 
by the Merchants, Capitalists, and 
other leading foreigners of Lima 
and Callao, in which he was com-t 
plimented on his “■ exhaustive Con- 
sular Eeports, tending to the fur- 
therance of commercial relations ; 
on his efforts for improving the 
Hygiene of Callao, and on his 
labours in Archseologioal Science, 
by his explorations amongst the 
.Antiquities of Peru." This last 
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referred cMefly to his having tra- 
velled more than 1600 miles 
amongst the ancient ruins of Peru, 
and collected nearly a thousand 
skulls of the prehistoric Peruvians. 
Of these above 600 were given by 
him to the late Professor Agassiz 
(who visited Callao in 1872) for the 
Museum of Cambridge, Massachu- 
setts ; 150 were sent to the Anthro- 
pological Institute, St. Martin's 
Place, London. Others of them 
were presented to the Hunterian 
Museum in Lincoln's Inn Pields, 
and several, to the Museums of 
Oxford, Cambridge, and Liverpool. 
He wrote a paper "Across the 
Andes from Callao," which was 
read before the Eoyal G-eographical 
Society on March 9, 1874 He is 
author of Niger-Tshadda-Binne 
Exploration of 1854-55 ” (1855) ; 
"Impressions of Western Africa" 
(1858) 5 "Ten Years' Wanderings 
amongst the Ethiopians" (1861)5 

Buenos Ayres and Argentine 
Gleanings" (1866)5 ''The Parana 
and South American EecoUections 
from 1861 to 1868" (1868) 5 "Two 
Years in Peru " (2 vols 1874) 5 and 

Summer Hohdays in Brittany” 
(1876). He is also author of several 
Consular Eeports in the Foreign 
Office Blue-books. He retired from 
active service on February 12, 1873, 
and was granted a pension by the 
Lords of the Treasuiy on April 24, 
1874. He went as Delegate for the 
Anthropological Institute of Great 
Britam and Ireland to the Inter- 
national f3-eographical Congress at 
Venice, in the month of September, 
1881 , was elected Foreign Corres- 
pondent of the ItalianGeographical 
Society at Eome on the 29th of 
January, 1882. 

HUXLEY, TnoiiiAS Henry, 
LL D., Ph.D., F.E.S., was bom on 
May 4, 1825, at Ealing, Middlesex, 
and was for some years educated at 
the school in his native place, where 
his father was one of the masters. 
This preparatory course was fol- 
lowed by mdustrious private study, 
including German scientific htera- 


ture, and medical instruction re- 
ceived from a brother-in-law, who 
was a physician. Afterwards he 
attended lectures at the Medical 
School of the Charing Cross Hos- 
pital. In 1845 he took the degree 
of M B at the University of Lon- 
don, with honours in physiology. 
Having passed the requisite exami- 
nation, he was appointed assistant- 
sm’geon to H M S. Victor, for ser- 
vice at Haslar Hospital His next 
appointment was as assistant-sur- 
geon to H.M.S. RattlesnaJce, and he 
spent the greater part of the time 
from 1847 to 1850 off the eastern 
and northern coasts of Austraha. 
The results of the studies in natural 
history for which this cruise afforded 
facilities, appeared in a work en- 
titled "Oceanic Hydrozoa, a De- 
scription of the Calycophoridee and 
Physophoridae observed during the 
Voyage of H.M.S Rattlesnahe " 
(1859). Mr. Huxley returned to 
England in 1850, and two years 
later he was elected a Fellow of 
the Eoyal Society. In 1855 he was 
appointed Professor of Natural 
History at the Eoyal School of 
Mines in Jermyn-street, and, in the 
same year, Fullerian Professor of 
Physiology to the Eoyal Institu- 
tion, and Examiner in Physiology 
and ComjDarative Anatomy to the 
University of London. In 1858 he 
was appointed Croonian Lecturer 
to the ]^yal Society, when he chose 
for his subject the " Theory of the 
Vertebrate Skull." When, in 1860, 
it became Professor Huxley’s duty 
to give one of the courses of lectures 
to the working men in Jermyn- 
street, he selected for his subject 
"The Eelation of Man to the Lower 
Ammals." The questions arising 
out of this topic became the subject 
of warm controversy at the meeting 
of the British Association in that 
and subsequent years.

IBBETSOH, Sib Henbt John 
SEiiWiN, Bart., M.P., only son o 
the late Sir John Thomas Ibbetson 
Selwin, the sixth baronet, by Isa 
bella, daughter of the late General 
John Leveson-Gower, was bom 
Sept. 26, 1826, and received his 
academical education at Cambridge, 
in St John^s College. He twice 
contested Ipswich m the Conserva- 
tive interest, before being retm’ned 
for South Essex in July, 1865, and 
after the county was further divided 
by the second Eeform Act, he was 
elected in 1868 for the western 
division of it, which he still repre- 
sents in the House of Commons 
He brought in and passed the Bills 
dealing with the Licences for the 
sale of Beer and Wine in 1869 and 
1870 Sir H Selwin-Ibbetson was 
appointed Under-Secretary of State 
for the Home Department on Mr 
Disraeli taking office in the spring 
of 1874. He was Chairman of the 
departmental commission appointed 
in 1877 to inquire into the detective 
branch of the metroiiohtan police. 
In April, 1878, he was appointed | 


Secretary to the Treasury, and he 
held that office until the resignation 
of the Conservative Government in 
April, 1880. He assumed the name 
of Ibbetson (which his father had 
formerly borne) in addition to that 
of Selwin in 1867. 

IGNATIEFF, Nicholas Pavlo- 
viTCH, a Bussian general and diplo- 
matist, born in 1832. He is the 
son of Count Paul Ignatieff, a cap- 
tain of infantry, who, at the time 
of the military insurrection that 
occurred at St. Petersburg in con- 
sequence of the somewhat forcible 
accession of the Grand-Duke 
Nicholas to the thione of Eussia in 
1825, was the first to pass over, 
with his company, to the side of 
the new Czar — a defection which 
ensured the triumph of the latter, 
and gained for Captain Ignatieff 
and his family the powerful jjrotec- 
tion of Nicholas I. The subject of 
this notice had at the very outset 
of his career the Emperor for his 
god-father. He was educated at 
the Corps des Pages, and, according 
to custom, quitted that select estab- 
lishment for young aristocrats to 
enter the Guard. At the com- 
mencement of the Crimean war he 
served with his regiment at Bevel, 
m the Baltic provinces, under 
Count Berg, to whose staff he was 
attached Towards the end of the 
war Ignatieff followed his general 
to Finland. He then passed from 
the military to the diplomatic ser- 
vice, finding his point of transition 
m the military attachcship to the 
embassy at London. His chief 
performance m this capacity was a 
’eport on England's military posi- 
tion in India, which so pleased the 
Smperor that he summoned Cap- 
bain Ignatieff to Warsaw for a per- 
sonal interview In 1858 Ignatieff, 
now a colonel and aide-de-camp to 
the Emperor, was sent on a special 
mission to Khiva and Bokhara. 
He was afterwards made a major- 
general in the Imperial suite, and 
lent as plenipotentiary to Pekin 
1860), where he concluded a treaty 
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by -which the province of Ussnr 
-was ceded by China to Eussia On 
his return to Enssia he -was made 
Director of the Asiatic Departmen 
m the Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
In 1S64 he was appoiated Minister at 
ConstantmoplCj where his legation 
was afterwards (186^) raised to th< 
rank of an embassy. Apart from 
his rank as ambassador^ he was a 
lieutenant-general, and general 
aidf\i{Je-camp to the Emperor. The 
objegt which G-eneral Ignatieff 
steadily pursued at Constantinople 
was to secure for Eussia a powerful 
influence over Turkey. He com- 
pletely reassured the late Sultan 
Abdul Aziz as to the intentions of 
the Grovernment of St. Petersburg, 
while on the other hand he gained 
the good -wiU of the Christian sub- 
jects of the Porte by his courteous 
beha-Tiour and his simulated anxiety 
to protect them. In the negotia- 
tions between the various European 
Powers prior and subsequent to the 
war between Eussia and Turkey 
G-eneral Ignatieff took a very pro- 
minent pa^. He was recaUed from 
the embassy at Constantinople May 
2, 1878, when Prince Labanoff was 
sent there in his place. Afterwards, 
he was appoiated Minister of the 
Interior, from which post he was 
dismissed in June, 1882. He re- 
maiued, however, a member of the 
Council of the Empire, and was 
appointed a Senator and President 
of the Academy. 

ING-ELOW, Miss Jean, daughter 
of Mr. William Ingelow, late of 
Ipswich, Suffolk, born about 1830, 
has -written a volume of stories, 
called Tales of Orris,” 1860, and 
the Eound of Days,” a volume of 
poems, which has gone through 
several editions both in England 
and the United States. This 
authoress contributed some poems 
to a collection of original poetical 
pieces, en-fcitled '^Home Thoughts 
and Home Scenes,” 1864 j and has 
written for various periodicals. 
She published A Story of Doom, 
and other Poems,” 1867; 


the Fairy,” 1869; ''Little Won- 
der-Horn,” 1872 ; " Off the Skel- 
ligs,” 4 vols. 1873 ; " Fated to be 
Free,” new edit 1875; "Sarah 
de Berenger,” 1880 ; and " Don 
John,” a story, 1881. 

IHGEESOLL, Egbert G., born 
at Dresden, Hew York, in 1833. 
The family removed to Illinois in 
1845, where Eobert studied law, 
was admitted to the bar, and en- 
tered political life as a Democrat. 
He was nominated for Congress in 
1860, but was defeated. In 1862 
he entered the army as Colonel of 
a regiment of cavalry, and was 
taken prisoner, but was exchanged. 
Eeturning to ci-vil life he became 
a Eepublican, and in 1868 was made 
Attorney-General of lUmois. At 
the Eepublican Convention of 1876 
his speech, in proposing Mr. Blaine^s 
name for the Presidency, aroused 
general atten-tsion for its eloquence, 
and since that time Col. Ingersoll has 
been prominent before the country 
as an orator. He has frequently 
appeared upon the lecture plat- 
form in advocacy of views opposed 
to Christianity and to the Bible, 
■views which he has also maintained 
in contributions to the periodicals. 
It is chiefly to this scepticism that 
he owes his celebrity. He resides 
in Washington, where he has a 
ucrative law practice. 

IHGHAM, The Eight Eev. 
Ernest Graham:, Bishop of Sierra 
jeone, was bom about 1850, in the 
sland of Bermuda. He was edu- 
cated at St. Mary Hall, Oxford 
B.A., 1873 ; M A., 1876). He held 
luccessively the curacies of Holy 
Trinity, Toxteth Park, Liverpool 
1874-5), and St Matthe-w"s, Eugby 
1876-8), and was appointed vicar 
)f St. Matthe-w’s (or Little Lon- 
don), Leeds, in 1880. In Jan., 1883, 
he was nominated to succeed Dr. 
Cheetham as Bishop of Sierra 
Leone, and he was consecrated to 
jhat see on Feb. 24, in the Chapel 
^yal, Whitehall, by the Arch- 
dshop of York. 

IHGHAM, Sir James Tatlor, is 
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a yoTinger son of tlie late Mr. 
Josliua Ingham, of Blake Hall, in 
the West Biding of Yorkshire, by 
Martha, daughter of Mr. James 
Taylor, of Halifax. He was horn 
in 1805, and educated at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where he 
graduated M.A. in 1882, He was 
called to the bar at the Inner 
Temple in 1832, joined the Northern 
Circuit, and practised at the West 
Biding Sessions. In 1819 he was 
appointed one of the magistrates 
of the Thames Police Com't, whence 
he was subsequently transferred to 
the Hammersmith and Wands- 
worth Police Courts. He succeeded 
the late Sir Thomas Henry as 
Chief Magistrate of the police 
courts m London in July, 1876, 
when he received the honour of 
knighthood. He married, in 1835, 
Gertrude, daughter of the late Mr. 
James Penrose, of WoodhiU, co. 
Cork. 

INGLEBY, OnnMENT Mans- 
I'lELD, LL.D., metaphysician and 
critic, born Oct. 29, 1823, at 'Edg- 
baston, Birmingham, bemg the 
only son of a most eminent solicitor 
of that town ; was educated at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where 
he graduated B.A., with mathe- 
matical honours, in 1847 j M.A. in 
1850; and LL D. in 1859. He was 
Teacher of Logic at the Midland 
Institute from 1855 to 1858. Dr 
Ingleby is a vice-president of the 
Boyal Society of Literature, a 
Trustee of Shakspere’s Birth- 
place, and an Honorary Member of 
the German Shakspere Society. 
He has contributed to the Saturday 
and FortmgJhtly Reviews, the Parthe- 
non, the Academy, Once a Week, and 
many other periodicals. He is the 
author of " Outlines of Theoretical 
Logic,” 1856; "The Shakspere 
Pabncations,” 1869 ; " A Com- 
plete View of the Shakspere Con- 
troversy,” 1861; "The Still 
Lion,” 1867 and 1874; "Was 
Thomas Lodge an Actor?” 1867; 

An Introduction to Metaphysics,” 
1869 , " The Bevival of Philo- 


sophy at Cambridge,” 1870, 
"Shakspere^s Centurie of Prayse” 
1874 and 1879 ; " Shakspere' s 

Hermeneutics,” 1875 ; and 
" Shakspere, the Man and the 
Book,” 2 vols. 1877 and 1881 , and 
he has edited several works for the 
New Shakspere Society. 

INGLEEIELD, Vice - Admiral 
Sir Edward Aug-dstds, C.B , 
E.B.S., son of the late Admiral 
Samuel Hood Inglefield, C 
Priscilla Margaret, daught^ of 
Admiral Albany Otway, was born 
at Cheltenham in 1820. He was 
educated at the Boyal Naval Col- 
lege, Portsmouth, and entered the 
Navy as a first-class volunteer on 
board Her Majesty's ship Etna in 
1834. Having seen some active 
service in several ships on the 
South American and West Indian 
stations, and in 1840 taken part in 
the operations on the coast of 
Syria, where he formed one of the 
storming party at the capture of 
Sidon and assisted at the bombard- 
ment of Acre, he was invested with 
the rank of Lieutenant on the occa- 
sion of Her Majesty visiting Scot- 
land in the Boyal George yacht in 
1842, and afterwards acted as Flag- 
Lieutenant to his father on the 
American coast. There he was 
present at the battle of the Parana, 
where the combined fleets of Eng- 
land and France effected the de- 
struction of four heavy batteries 
belongmg to General Bosas at 
Punta Obligado. He was conse- 
quently confirmed in the rank of 
Commander by commission, dated 
Nov., 1845 He became Captain in 
Oct, 1853, attained flag rank in 
1869, and was promoted to Vice- 
Admiral in 1875. He was second 
in command on the Mediterranean 
station, and superintendent of 
Malta dockyard from 1872 to 1877 ; 
and Commander-in-Chief on the 
North American station from 1878 to 
1879. He commanded three Arctic 
expeditions, and was knighted in 
1877 for his Arctic services. He is 
a Fellow of the Boyal Society, and 
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was nominated a Companion of the 
Bath (Military Division) in 1869. 
Sir E. Inglefield is the author of 
“A Summer Search for Sir John 
Eranklin/^ and of pamphlets on 

Maritime Warfare,” Naval Tac- 
tics,” and “ Terrestrial Magnet- 
ism.” 

INGrLIS, The Eight Hon. John, 
of Grlencorse, son of the Eev. Dr. 
IngL-» minister of the old Drey- 
friars Jhurch, Edinburgh, bom in 
1810, was educated at Dlasgow and 
at Balliol College, Oxford, where 
he graduated B.A. in 1834, M A. 
in 1837, and Hon. D C L. in 1859. 
Having been called to the Scotch 
bar in 1835, he rose rapidly in his 
profession, was appomted Solicitor- 
General for Scotland in Lord Der- 
by’s first administration in 1852, 
and a few months afterwards was 
made Lord- Advocate, a post which 
he resumed in Lord Derby’s second 
administration in 1858, in which 
year he was raised to the bench as 
Lord Justice Clerk of Scotland. He 
represented Stamford from Eeb. to 
July, 1858, and was for many years 
Dean of Faculty. In 1859 he was 
sworn a member of the Privy Coun- 
cil, and was made Lord Justice 
General and President of the Court 
of Session in Feb., 1867. He was 
installed as Chancellor of the Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh, April 12, 
1869, and in the same year he re- 
ceived from the University of 
Glasgow the degree of LL.D. 

INGEAM, John H., was born in 
London Nov 16, 1849. In 1863 he 
published a small volume of verse, 
subsequently suppressed. This was 
followed, in 1868, by " Flora Sym- 
bolica,” a work on the folk lore of 
flowers, which has passed through 
numerous editions. In 1873 he 
commenced publishing articles in 
English and American periodicals, 
calhng attention to misrepresenta- 
tions about the life and character 
of Edgar Allan Poe, and in Oct , 
1874, embodied some of the results 
of bis investigations in a short 

Memoir of Poe,” prefixed to a 


4 voL edition of the poet’s works. 
This memoir created some excite- 
ment in the literary world, and has 
generally been deemed to have 
altered the previously prevalent 
impression of Poe’s character It 
has been frequently reprinted in 
England and America, and has 
been translated into several Euro- 
pean languages. Eevised and 
abridged, this memoir was pub- 
lished in 1877, in the Baltimore 
"Poe Memorial” volume. In ISSO 
Mr. Ingram’s labours in this direc- 
tion culminated in an exhaustive 
two volume biography of Edgar 
Allan Poe. In 1879, under the 
name of " Don Felix de Salamanca,” 
he published a jeu d'espntj entitled, 
" The Philosophy of Handwriting,” 
wherein the characters of several 
celebrated contemporaries were as- 
sumed to be portrayed by their 
calligraphy. In 1881 he published 
a volume of "Fairy Tales,” trans- 
lated from the Spanish of " Fernan 
Caballero,” and in 1882 a collec- 
tion of historical sketches, styled 
"Claimants to Eoyalty.” He is 
editing a series of original biogra- 
phical manuals written by ladies, 
entitled, "Eminent Women,’' and 
has in the press a volume on 
historical ghost stories, entitled, 
"The Haunted Homes of England.” 
His latest work, a life of "Oliver 
Madox-Brown,” the young poet- 
painter, who died in 1874, has just 
appeared. He is a contributor to 
many of the leading reviews of 
Europe and America, and has oc- 
casionally lectured on behalf of 
educational institutions. He holds 
an appointment in the Civil Service. 

I N N E S S, George, landscape 
painter, bom at Newburg, New 
York, May 1, 1826. At the age of 
sixteen he went to New York to 
study engraving, but ill health 
compelled him to relinquish it, 
and to return to his parent’s home, 
then at Newark, New Jersey. There 
he spent the next four years paint- 
ing and sketching, when he again 
went to New York, and after 
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spending a month studying under 
Gignoux, began his career as a 
landscape painter. He has visited 
Europe three times^ once remain- 
ing here four years. His present 
residence is at Hew York, though 
he lived for a time at Boston, and 
at Eagleswood, Hew Jersey. Among 
his principal pictures are : — Peace

IBVIHG, John Henry Brod- 
RiBB, actor, was born Feb. 6, 1838, 
at Keinton, near Glastonbury, and 
educated at Dr. Pinches" school, 
in George Yard, Lombard Street, 
London. He made his first ap- 
pearance on the boards of the Sun- 
derland Theatre, Sept. 29, 1856, 
and came out next at Edinburgh, 
Feb. 9, 1857, remaining there for 
rather more than two years and a 
half. On Sept. 25, 1859, he appeared 
at the Prmcess"s Theatre, where 
he remained about three months. 
About this period he gave two 
dramatic readmgs at Crosby HaU, 
on the plays of "Virgmius"" and 
"The Lady of Lyons."" He pro- 
ceeded in April, 1860, to Glasgow, 
the theatre of which town was then 
under the management of Edward 
Glover, and remained there until 
the 29th of the following Sep- 
tember. After this he went to 
Manchester Theatre Eoyal, and 
continued to play there up to 
April 1, 1865. It was in this year 
that, in conjunction with Mr. Mac- 
Cabe, he appeared in a perform- 
ance which was undertaken to 
expose the so-called "spiritu^ 
seances"" of the Davenport Bro- 
thers. On leaving Manchester he 
took a farewell benefit at the Free - 1 


Trade Hall. From Jan., 1866, to 
July in that year he was engaged 
at the Prince of Wales's Theatre, 
Liverpool, and on July 30 was 
engaged to play, with Miss Hate 
Terry, at Manchester by Mr. Dion 
Boucicault in an original play of 
his, entitled, "Hunted Down."" 
This led to a London engagement, 
when he came out at the St. James"s 
Theatre, as Doricourt in the " Belle"s 
Stratagem."" He next played, at 
this theatre, the gambler Bawdon 
Scudamore, in "Hunted Down/" 
and from this time he became iden- 
tified with the portraiture of vil- 
lainy in all its forms, representing, 
among other characters, such per- 
sonages as Bob Gassett in " Dearer 
than Life,"" Compton Kerr in " For- 
mosa,"" Bedburn m " The Lancashire 
Lass/" Bobert Macaire, and Bill 
Sykes. As Harry Dornton in " The 
Bead to Buin,"" Petruchio, Charles 
Surface, Young Marlow, Captain 
Absolute, and above all as Mr. 
Chevenix in Byron's comedy of 
" Uncle Dick's Darling,"" he proved 
himself a comedian of the highest 
class. In Dec., 1867, he proceeded 
to the Queen's Theatre, and sub- 
sequently acted in the provinces 
from time to time, as well as at 
various London houses. In May, 

1870, he transferred his services 
to the Vaudeville Theatre, where 
he appeared as Digby Grant in 
Mr. Albery's comedy of the " Two 
Boses,"" which character he sus- 
tamed for 300 consecutive nights. 
BKs subsequent appearance, Hov. 20, 

1871, was at the Lyceum Theatre, 
in the "Bells,"" founded on MM. 
Erckmann-Chatrian's popular novel 
of the "Polish Jew."" He after- 
wards represented the principal 
characters in Mr. Wills's dramas of 
"Charles I."" and "Eugene Aram" 
(1873), and "Bichelieu"" in Lord 
Lytton's play. His representation 
of " Hamlet "" at the Lyceum Theatre 
(Oct. 31, 1874) produced a great 
sensation among the playgoing 
public, and opinion was at first 
much divided as to the merits of 
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the performance, hut it is now 
generally admitted that by his 
rendering of this and other Shak- 
sperian parts Mr. Irving has placed 
himself at the head of English 
tragedians. He appeared in Mac- 
beth^" Sept. 25, 1875, in " OtheUo " 
in 1876, and next as Philip in Mr. 
Tennyson^s drama of ^^Queen Mary." 
Afterwards Mr. Irving played his 
Shaksperian parts in the provinces, 
in Scotland, and in Ireland. At 
Dublin his reception was most flat- 
tering, and on tiie last night of his 
engagement there, when he played 
"Hamlet" in compliance with a 
command from Trinity College, the 
Duke of Connaught and the Lord 
Lieutenant, surrounded by a bril- 
liant company, were among the 
audience, while the body of the 
theatre was filled with graduates 
and undergraduates. In Jan., 1877, 
Mr, Irving added to his Shak- 
sperian repertory by playing 
"Eichard III." at the Lyceum. 
In May of the same year he under- 
took the dual characters of Lesur- 
ques and Dubose in "The Lyons 
Mail," and more recently (June 8, 
1878) he played the title loZe in 
" Yanderdecken," a poetical drama 
by Mr. Percy Fitzgerald and Mr. 
W. G-. Wills. The withdrawal of 
Mrs Bateman from the Lyceum 
gave Mr. Irving supreme control 
over the theatre, of which he had 
long been the mainstay. It opened 
under his management on Dec. 30, 
1878, when he played the part of 
" Hamlet." Since then Mr. Irving 
has appeared in various other pieces, 
the principal female characters in 
which were impersonated by Miss 
Ellen Terry. Among these plays 
were " Othello " (in which he alter- 
nated the characters of OtheUo 
and lago with Mr. Booth, the cele- 
brated American actor), the " Cor- 
sican Brothers," "The Cup," and 
the " BeUe^s Stratagem." A pubhc 
banquet was given to Mr. Irving 
at St. Jameses HaU, on July 4, 1883, 
shortly before his departure, with 
the Lyceum company, for a thea- 


trical tour in the United States. 
Lord Coleridge, the Lord Chief 
Justice of England, occupied the 
chair on this memorable occasion. 

ISABELLA n. (Maria Isabella 
Louisa), ex-Queen of Spam, was 
born at Madrid, Oct 30, 1830 Her 
father, Eerdmand Yll., had been 
induced, by the influence of his 
wife, to issue the Pragmatic Decree, 
revoking the Salic law ; and at his 
death. Sept. 29, 1833, his eldest 
daughter, then a child, was pro- 
claimed Queen, under the regency 
of her mother, Maria-Christina. 
This event proved the signal for 
civil warfare, as the claims of the 
late king's brother were warmly 
supported by certain classes of the 
people. The war of succession lasted 
seven years, and the country was 
desolated by the struggle between 
the contending Carlist and Chris- 
tina parties, until the Cortes con- 
firmed the claims of Isabella by 
pronouncing sentence of exile on 
Don Carlos and his adherents. In 
1840, the Queen-regnant, finding 
it impossible to carry on the 
government without making con- 
cessions to public feelmg, for which 
she was indisposed, retired to 
France, resigning her power into 
the hands of Espartero, whom she 
had been previously compeUed to 
summon to the head of affairs. For 
the following three years, whilst 
that constitutional leader was able 
in great measure to direct her edu- 
cation and training, the young 
Queen was subjected to purer and 
better influences than she had 
before experienced. She was de- 
clared by a decree of the Cortes to 
have attained her majority, Oct. 
15, 1843, and took her place among 
the reigning sovereigns of Europe. 
Maria-Christina returned to Madrid 
in 1845, and her restoration to 
influence was marked by the mar- 
riage of Isabella II. to her cousin, 
Don Francisco d' Assisi, the elder 
son of her maternal unde, Don 
Francisco de Paula, which took 
place Oct. 10, 1846. Sacrificed to 
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■the intrigues of a party whose 
interests were based on this uncon- 
genial union, Isabella II. never 
knew the beneficial influence of 
domestic happiness, estrangements 
and reconciliations having suc- 
ceeded each other alternately in 
her married life. It deserves special 
mention, however, that during her 
reign Spam rose to take rank among 
the great powers of Europe, while 
the internal progress of the country 
advanced with rapid strides On 
Sept. 16, 1868, a great revolution 
broke out in Spain, commencing 
with the fleet off Cadiz, and gradu- 
ally spreading over the whole pen- 
insula. The speedy result was the 
formation of a Republican Provi- 
sional Oovernment under Prim, 
Serrano, and others, at Madrid, and 
the flight of Queen Isabella to 
Prance. On Nov. 6 her Majesty 
took up her residence m Paris, 
where she remained during her 
exile, with the exception of an in- 
terval spent at Q-eneva during the 
Praneo-Prussian war. On June 25, 
1870, she renounced her claims to 
the Spanish throne m favour of her 
eldest son, the Prmce of the Astu- 
rias. (See Alponso XII ) After 
eight years of exile she returned to 
Spam, and was received at Santan- 
der by her son. King Alfonso XII. 
(July 29, 1876). On the eve of her 
departure she addressed the follow- 
ing letter to Marshal MacMahon. — 
" Paris, J uly 27 — Before leaving 
beautiful and hospitable France, 
the cradle of my family, and where 
during eight years I have con- 
stantly received marks of conside- 
ration and respect, I feel it a duty 
in gratitude, not being able to 
thank all the French individually, 
to address myself to him who pie- 
sides over the destinies of the 
generous people whose prosperity 
so much mterests me and my chil- 
dren. You know my feelmgs, and 
you ean^ have no doubt as to the 
recollection I bear wdth me of this 
dear country, the refuge of the 
Spanish Monarchy during days of 


cruel revolution I am returning 
to my country to join my children, 
but I retain here the house in which 
I have spent happy years. In 
future I shall share my days be- 
tween our two countries. I beg 
you, M. le President, to communi- 
cate to France, through the Jowmal 
Officiel, this sincere expression of 
my gratitude, and you, my dear 
Marshal, believe me ever yours 
sincerely, Isabelle de Bourbon.” 
Queen Isabella has five children • — 
1 Infanta Mane-Isabel-Fran90ise- 
d^ Assise - Christine - de - Paule - Do- 
minga, born Dec. 20, 1851. 2 Al- 
fonso XII., King of Spain. 3 In- 
fanta Marie del Pilar, born June 4, 
1861. 4. Infanta Maria della Paz, 
born June 23, 1862 ; and 5. Infanta 
Maria Eulalie, born Feb 12, 1864. 

ISMAIL-PASHA, ex-Yiceroy or 
Khedive of Egypt, son of Ibrahim 
Pasha, and grandson of the cele- 
brated Mehemet Ali, was born at 
Cairo in 1830, and succeeded his 
brother Said Pasha, Jan 18, 1863. 
He was educated in Pans, and on 
his return to Egypt, in 1849, he 
opposed the policy of Abbas Pasha, 
the Viceroy, who, as it was supposed 
for political purposes, made, in 1853, 
a criminal charge against him, which 
was not, however, proceeded with. 
In 1855 he visited France on a con- 
fidential mission, and proceeded 
thence to Rome, where he conveyed 
some magnificent Oriental presents 
for the Pope^s acceptance The 
Viceroy's policy in Egypt was 
said to be in accordance with that 
of his predecessor, namely, the de- 
velopment of the resources of his 
coimtry , but he had much trouble 
in his transactions with M. de Les- 
seps in relation to the Suez Canal. 
These difficulties wore, however, 
aiTanged in July, 1864, by the 
arbitration of the Emperor Napo- 
leon, whose decision was accepted 
by the Viceroy. From this period 
the Viceroy took a warm interest 
in the undertakmg, and in 1809, 
when the works were approaching 
completion, he visited most of the 
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capitals of Europe, including’ Lon- 
don, in order to invite the Sove- 
reigns to he present at the opening 
of the canal. The Yiceroy gave 
serious offence to the Sultan by the 
all’s of sovereignty he assumed 
during this journey, and by the 
language of independence which he 
employed in his invitations ; but 
the year in which the quarrel arose 
saw its amicable termination. The 
Khedive gave way upon the matters 
of form, which were those upon 
which the Porte laid the most 
stress, and a new firman, maintain- 
ing, confirming, and defining the 
privileges of the Pasha, was read to 
him with all due formality. How- 
ever, on June 8, 1873, a firman was 
granted by the Sultan to the Khe- 
dive of Egypt, sanctioning the full 
autonomy of that country, and 
enacting the law of primogeniture 
in favour of IsmaH-Pasha's family. 
The attempt to Europeanize the 
country entailed a vast expenditure, 
and Egypt aequii’ed a national debt 
of more than .;880,000,000, In 1875 
the Khedive procured a temporary 
respite from his difficulties by the 
sale of his shares in the Suez Canal 
to the British Government for the 
sum of <£4,000,000 ; and then, being 
at last aware, of the critical state of 
his finances, and of the incompe- 
tence of Orientals to mend it. His 
Highness requested the British 
Government to iirovide him with 
some experienced financier to effect 
a thorough reform. In Dec., 1875, 
Mr.^ Stephen Cave, M.P , accom- 
panied by Colonel Stokes, B-.E., was 
sent out, and after some months^ 
examination, wrote an elaborate 
report on the Egyptian finances. 
Afterwards, however, Egyptian 
credit fell still lower, till in 1876 
the Khedive suspended payment 
for a time. In that year Mr 
Coschen, M.P., and M. Joubert 
were sent out as the representatives 
of the English and French bond- 
holders to attempt an adiustment 
of the financial affairs of Egypt. 
The result was a scheme which was 


accepted by the Khedive. Mr. 
Elvers Wilson, having been more 
recently charged with a similar 
mission, induced the Khedive to 
give up his family estates to his 
creditors, and Mr. Wilson himself 
accepted the post of Egyptian 
Mimster of Finance (Aug , 1878). 
The report of the Commission of 
Inquiry was presented to the Khe- 
dive Aug. 20, 1878, It proposed a 
number of specific financial and 
administrative reforms, all of which 
tended to limit the authority of 
the Khedive, and it plainly called 
upon him to surrender all his pro- 
perty, estimated by him, exclusive 
of the sugar estates previously sur- 
rendered to the Daira Debt, at 
about £450,000 per annum. The 
Ediedive was to receive, in exchange 
for this surrender to the State, an 
acceptance of all his liabilities by 
the Public Treasury, and a Civil 
List for himself and family. A 
new ministry was formed by Kubar 
Pasha at the close of the year, and 
Mr. Elvers Wilson and M. de Bli- 
gnieres were admitted into it as 
representing the interests of the 
Western Powers. This ministry 
was, however, overthrown in Feb., 
1879, by an ^meute which the Khe- 
dive was suspected of fostering A 
strong movement of intervention 
was originated in Prance by power- 
ful financial bodies interested in 
the Egyptian Debt, and a joint 
representation of the French and 
English governments resulted in 
the apparent submission of Ismail 
Pasha, and the formation of a new 
Cabmet under Prince Tewfik, the 
Khedive’s heir, in which the Euro- 
pean ministers were to have a com- 
mandmg voice This arrangement 
lasted for a few weeks. In April 
the Khedive, declarmg that the 
ministerial measures were unjust 
to the bondholders and damaging 
to the public credit, dismissed his 
advisers After some delay, due to 
the difficulty of inducing the 
Powers to agree as to the course to 
be pursued, and after Ismail Pasha 
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had turned a deaf ear to a sngges 
tion of abdication urged upon him 
by the European Consuls-G-eneral 
the Sultan, ;^rompted by Eranc( 
and England, issued a firman de 
posing Ismail, and nominating 
Tewfi.k Khedive. Ismail accord- 
ingly abdicated in favour of his 
son on June 26, and on July 1 he 
left Egypt. Having been imable 
to obtain from the Porte permission 
to land at Constantinople, he took 
up his resident at Naples. 

ISEAELS, Josef, a Butch 
painter, born at G-roningen m 1824. 
He studied at Amsterdam, under 
Kruseman, and next at Pans, under 
Picot ; and received gold medals of 
honour at Paris, Brussels, and Rot- 
terdam. He also had conferred 
upon him the Belgian Order of 
Leopold, and was nominated a 
member of the French Legion of 
Honour. His principal paintings 
are, "The Tranquil House^^ (in the 
possession of M. de Brouoker, 
Brussels) j " The Shipwrecked ” 
and "The Cradle” (both in the 
possession of Mr. Arthur Lewis, 
London) j "Interior of the Or- 
phans’ Home at Katwykj” "The 
True Support” (m the possession 
of the Count de Flandres) j The 
Mother ” (in the possession of Mr. 
Forbes, London ) ; and " The Chil- 
dren of the Sea” (m the Queen of 
Holland’s collection) In 1873 he 
exhibited at the French Gallery in 
Pall Mall, Minding the Flock,” 
thus adding another to that long 
list of pictures m which he has 
recorded the sadder aspects of 
humble life, whether m its affec- 
tions, its bereavements, or its 
^bours. Mr. Israels has resided 
in Amsterdam for many years. His 
brother, Mr. Lehman Israels, born 
at Groningen in 1833, went at an 
early age to the United States, 
where he acquired a considerable 
reputation as a journalist. He was 
for several years foreign editor of 
the ITew Yorh WoM, 

^ISTEIA, The Phincess Boba, 
b’, the literary pseudonym of the 


Princess Helen Ghika, one of the 
daughters of Prince Michael Ghika, 
and niece of Prmce Gregory lY , 
who was the first to spread among 
the people of Wallachia the liberal 
mstitutions of civilisation She 
was born at Bucharest in 1829, and 
was married in 1849 to the Russian 
Prmce Koltzoff - Massalsky. Bis- 
liking the absolutist system of 
Government in Russia, she quitted 
that country in 1855. She spent 
five years in Belgium and Switzer- 
land, carefully studying the cus- 
toms and laws, and, having made a 
tour through Greece, she went to 
Italy in 1861. At this period Gari- 
bali addressed to her a letter, re- 
questing her to exert her influence 
over the Roumanians, to induce 
them to rise in rebellion against 
Austria. The Princess, who resides 
in Florence, is said to be thoroughly 
acquainted with the Italian, Ger- 
man, French, Roumanian, Greek, 
Latm, Russian, and Albanian lan- 
guages, has written much on the 
essential and vital questions affect- 
ing the political and social futiu'e 
of the Greeks, the Albanians, and 
the Slavs of Northern Europe. She 
is an enthusiastic advocate of 
"Women’s Rights,” and an inde- 
fatigable champion of oppressed 
nationahties Since 1850 she has 
been a contributor to the Rcmic des 
Deux Mondes, and she has written 
many articles in the French, Bel- 
gian, Greek, German, Italian, Eng- 
jLsh, and American journals. Among

JACKSON, The Eioht Eev. 
John, D.D., Bishop of London, son 
of Henry Jackson, Esq., merchant, 
of London, horn Feb. 22, 1811, was 
educated at Beading School under 
Dr. Yalpy, whence he proceeded to 
Pembroke College, 0:rford, where 
he graduated in 1833, taking first- 
class honours, and gained the Den- 
yer Theological Prize. From 1836 
till 1846 he was Head-Master of the 
Propriety School at Islington, 
and during part of that time In- 
cumbent of St. James's, Muswell 
BQll, in the parish of Hornsey. He 
was appointed Hector of St. James's, 
Piccadilly, in 1846, Chaplain to the 
Queen in 1847, and Canon of Bristol 
in 1852 ; was a Select Preacher 
before the University of Osford in 
1845, 1850, 1862, and 1866 ; preached 
the Boyle Lectures in London in 
1853, and on the death of Dr. Kaye, 
in that year, was made Bishop of 
Lincohi. On Jan. 4, 1869, he was 
translated to the see of London, in 
succession to Dr. Tait, who had 
been raised to the Primacy. Dr. 
Jackson is the author of some ser- 
mons and charges ; and of a popular 
pamphlet entitled "The Sinfulness 
of Little Sins." 


JACKSON, The Key. Thomas, 
M.A., born at Preston in 1812, was 
educated at St. Mary Hall, Oxford, 
where he graduated B A in 1834. 
Having held some parochial cures 
and educational appomtments, he 
succeeded Sir James Kay Shuttle- 
worth as Principal of the Normal 
College at Battersea, and shortly 
after was preferred by Dr. Blom- 
field, late Bishop of London, to a 
prebendal stall in St. Paul's Cathe- 
dral. He was nominated in 1849 
to a bishopric in New Zealand, and 
proceeded thither with the inten- 
tion of being consecrated by Bishop 
Selwyn, but difficulties arose, and 
Mr. Jackson returned to England ; 
shortly after which he was pre- 
ferred to the rectory of St. Mary, 
Stoke Newington, where he has 
been instrumental in building one 
of the most splendid churches in 
the metropolis. He has written 
" A Manual of Logic ; " " Examina- 
tion Questions and Papers for 
Theological Students ; " " Ques- 
tions on Adams's Eoman Antiqui- 
ties ; " " Questions on Ancient 

Geography;" "Sermons preached 
chiefly on Public Occasions ; " " The 
Mourning Mother Comforted," be- 
ing passages in prose and verse on 
the death of children ; " Our Dumb 
Companions, or Conversations of a 
Father with his Children on Horses 
and Donkeys, Dogs and Cats;” 

Our Dumb Neighbours ; " " Our 
Feathered Friends ; " " Stories 

about Animals," and "The Narra- 
tive of the Fire of London, freely 
handled on the principles of modem 
Eationalism, by Pieter Maritzburg. 
With an introductory Essay on the 
use of Irony, and some account of 
Ironical publications " He has 
contributed biographical articles to 
serial publications, and was for 
some time editor of The English 
Journal of Education, 

JACKSON, The - Eight Eet. 
William Walronl, D.D., Bishop 
of Antigua, born in Barbadoes, 
about 1810, received his education 
at Codrin^on College, Barbadoes, 
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of whicli he was a Licentiate in 
Theology. He was formerly Chap- 
lain to the Forces in Barhadoes, 
and was consecrated Bishop of An- 
tigua in 1860. His episcopal juris- 
diction includes the islands of 
Antigua, Nevis, St. Christopher, 
Montserrat, the Virgin Islands, and 
Dominica , and the gross income of 
the see is .£2000, paid out of the 
Consolidated Fund. 

JACOB, The Eev. George 
Andrew, D.D., born at Exmouth, 
Deo. 16, 1807j was educated at the 
Grammar School, Exeter, and at 
Os^ord, where he took a &st-class 
in classics in 1829 He was ap- 
pointed Head-Master of the Gram- 
mar School of Bang Edward VI., 
Bromsgrove, in 1832 ; to the Prin- 
cipalslnp of the Collegiate School, 
Sheffield, in 1843 ; and to the Head- 
Mastership of Christas Hospital, 
London, in 1853, which he resigned 
in Got. 1868. Dr. Jacob has written 
^^A Letter to Sir B. Peel on 
National Education,*" 1839 ; Ser- 
mons preached before the Univer- 
sity of Oxford as Select Preacher,*" 
1855 j Greek and Latin Gram-

JACOBINI, His Eminence 
Ltjdovtco, Cardinal Priest of the 
Holy Eoman Church, was born at 
Albano, May 6, 1832. In 1862, 
Pius IX. made him one of the Pre- 
lat% Domesiici and one of the Ee- 
ferendaries of the Segnatura. 
Soon afterwards he was made Secre- 
tary of that Section of the Congre- 
gation de Pro^^agandd Fide which is 
charged with the special super- 
vision of the affairs of the Eastern 
Churches He was 
appointed one of the 
of the Propaganda, and his par- 
ticular duty was to examine and 
report upon the decrees and ordi- 
nances of provincial synods. In 
1867 he was made a member of the 
preparatory Commission who were 
charged with examining and ar- 


subsequently

ranging the business to be brought 
before the projected Vatican Coun- 
cil. When, in 1874, the Nuncio at 
Vienna, Falcinelh-Antoniacci, was 
created Cardinal and withdrew from 
his post. Monsignor Jacobini was 
chosen by Pius IX. to succeed to 
the vacancy, which was at the time 
a position of no small difficulty. 
According to custom, he received 
episcopal consecration wdth the 
title of Archbishop of Thessalonica 
%n partibus injidelium, and was. ac- 
credited to the Court of Vienna, 
where he remained until Oct. 1880. 
On September 19, 1879, he was 
created Cardinal ; but it was judged 
desirable that he should continue 
at the Austrian capital in order to 
carry on the negotiations com- 
menced some time previously with 
Germany and Eussia, and also to 
regulate the new ecclesiastical ar- 
rangements for Bosnia and Herze- 
govina. But, in conformity with 
Sie strict etiquette of the Papal 
Court, which forbids a Cardinal to 
hold the inferior rank of Nuncio, 
Cardinal Jacobini, after his eleva- 
tion to the purple, bore the title of 
Pro-Nuncio. His Eminence was 
recalled from Vienna in Oct. 1880, 
and appointed by Leo XIII. to the 
office of Papal Secretary of State, 
m succession to Cardinal Nina. 

JACOBSON, The Eight Eev. 
William, D.D., Bishop of Chester, 
son of Mr. William Jacobson by his 
marriage with Miss Judith Clarke, 
was bom at Great Yarmouth, Nor- 
folk, in 1803, and received his edu- 
cation at the Dissenting College at 
Homerton, Middlesex, and ^ter- 
wards at Lincoln College, Oxford, 
where he graduated B.A. m 1827, 
taking a second class in classics. 
He gained the Ellerton theological 
prize in 1829, by an essay on the 
following subject : — What were 
the causes of the Persecution to 
which the Christians were subject 
in the first centuries of Christi- 
anity ? ** In the same year he pro- 
ceeded to the degree of M.A., and 
was elected to a Fellowship at 
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Exeter College. He was curate of 
St. Mary Magdalen, Oxford, from 
1830 till 1832, and he held the Vice- 
Principalship of 'Magdalen Hall 
from the latter date till 1848. He 
was also perpetual curate of Iffley 
in 1839-40, and PuhHc Orator of 
the University from 1842 till 1848, 
when, having been nominated He- 
gius Professor of Divinity (an office 
to which, is attached a canonry in 
Christ Church Cathedral and the 
Eectory of Ewelme, Oxon.), he was 
created D.D. by decree of Convoca- 
tion. Both before and after that 
date he has held the office of Select 
Preacher to the University, viz , in 
1833, 1842, and 1869. He was one 
of the Eoyal Commissioners ap- 
pointed in 1864 to consider the 
terms of Clerical Subscription. In 
the following year Dr. Jacobson 
displayed great zeal as Chairman 
of the Oxford committee for pro- 
moting the re-election of Mr. Glad- 
stone for the University. Almost 
immediately afterwards Dr. Gra- 
ham, Bishop of Chester, died, and 
Dr. Jacobson was nominated by the 
Crown to the vacant see, being 
consecrated in York Minster, Aug. 
24, 1865. On the death of Dr. 
Wigram, Bishop of Eochester, in 
Apnl, 1867, he obtained a seat in 
the House of Lords. In 1874 he 
was elected an honorary Fellow of 
Hertford College, Oxford. Dr. 
Jacobson has edited the "Cate- 
chismus, sive Prima Institutio of 
Dean Nowell, 1835 and 1844 ; '' S. 
dementis Eomani, S. Ignatii, S. 
Polycarpi, Patrum Apostolicorum, 
quse supersunt,” 2 vols 1838, re- 
printed, 1840, 1847, and 1863 ; 
^^The Oxford Par^biase and An- 
notations upon all the Epistles of 
St. Paul,^' 1852 5 “ The Collected 
Works of Bishop Sanderson,^' 6 
vols., 1854; and ^^Fragmentary 
Hlustrations of the History of the 
Book of Common Prayer, from MS. 
Sources” (Bishops Sanderson and 
Wren), 1874. He has also pub- 
lished ‘■'Sermons preached in the 
Parish Church of Iffley, Oxon.,” 


1840, 2nd edit , 1846 ; " On the 
Athanasian Creed,” a Speech deli- 
vered in the Convocation of York, 
1872 ; and a number of Charges 
and single Sermons. He is a con- 
tributor to “The Sx>eaker^s Com- 
mentary.” He married, m 1836 
the youngest daughter of the late 
Mr. Dawson Turner, the well-known 
antiquary of Great Yarmouth. 

JAMAICA, Bishop op. {Sei 
Ntjttall, Db.) 

JAMES, Sm Henry, Q.C., M.P. 
son of Philip Turner James, Esq. 
of Hereford, by Prances Gertrude, 
third daughter of John Bodenham, 
Esq., of Presteign, Eadnorshire, 
was born at Hereford, Oct 30, 1828, 
and received his education at Chel- 
tenham College. He was called to 
the bar in the Middle Temple in 
1852, and went the Oxford Cucuit. 
He had already distinguished him- 
self in the legal profession, having 
been Lecturer's Prizeman at the 
Inner Temple in 1850, and again in 
1851. Mr. James was nominated tc 
the ancient office of “ postman ” of 
the Court of Exchequer in 1867, 
was made a Queen's Counsel in 
June, 1869 ; and became a bencher 
of his Inn in 1870. In March, 1869, 
he obtained a seat in the House of 
Commons as one of the members 
for Taunton, unseating, on a scru- 
tiny, his opponent, Mr. Serjeant 
Cox, who had been returned at the 
general election of the previous 
December. Sir Henry James still 
represents that borough in the 
Liberal interest. During the ses- 
sion of 1872 he took a prominent 
part in the debates on the Judi- 
cature Bill. In Sept., 1873, Mr. 
Gladstone appointed him. Solicitor- 
General in succession to Sir George 
Jessel, and in November of tbSt 
year he became Attorney-General, 
and received the honour of Imight- 
hood. He went out of office with 
the Liberal party in Feb,, 1874. He 
was again appointed Attorney- 
General on the return of the 
Liberals to power under Mr. Glad- 
stone in May, 1880.

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JAMES, Henry, Jun., novelist 
and essayist, was born in Hew York 
City, 1843. He is tbe son of tbe 
late Rev. Henry Janies, a forcible 
writer on religious topics (born 
1811, died 18 Dec, 1882). In bis 
eleventh yesir his family went 
abroad, and after some stay m 
England made a long sojourn in 
France and Switzerland. On their 
return to America in 1860 they first 
resided in Newport, Rhode Island, 
removing to Cambridge, Massa- 
chusetts, in 1866. Mr James at- 
tended the Harvard Law School 
for a year or two while his family 
were at Newport, but a few years 
after their removal to Cambridge 
he went abroad, where he has since 
remained, with the exception of 
occasional brief visits home. He 
has been a contributor to most of 
the American magazines, but Ms 
celebrity rests mainly upon Ms 
novels, wMch usually deal with the 
American as found abroad, and 
have been called of an international 
character. His published books 
are: ^^A Passionate Pilgrim, and 
other Tales,” Roderick Hudson,” 

Transatlantic Sketches ” (1875) , 
"The American” (1877) , "Watch 
and Ward,” "French Poets and

JAMES, Thomas Lemuel, jour- 
nalist and politician, bom at iftica. 
New York, March 29, 1831, was a 
pupil in the IJtica Academy until 
he was fifteen years of age. His 
first journalistic experience was 
upon The Liberty Press, an anti- 
slavery paper. Entering actively 
upon political Hfe before he had 
even attained his majority, he was 
made associate editor (1849) of The 
Madison County Journal, the organ 
of the Seward wing of the Whig 


party in New York. Dpon the 
formation of the Republican party 
Mr. James entered the new organi- 
zation with zeal, and during the 
Fremont canvass for the presi- 
dency he became sole proprietor 
and editor of the Journal, which he 
retained for ten years. Durmg 
part of this time he was a collector 
of tolls on the Erie Canal, which is 
owned by the State of New York. 
Upon the inauguration of President 
Lincoln in 1861 he was appointed 
Inspector of Customs, and accord- 
ingly sold Ms paper, and removed 
to New York City. In 1874 he was 
made Weigher, and in 1876 Deputy 
Collector of Customs. The effici- 
ency he displayed in all these 
positions induced President Grant, 
m 1877, to make him Postmaster 
of New York City, a position that 
he filled with such signal ability as 
to effect almost a revolution in the 
postal administration of that city. 
He removed the office entirely 
"out of politics,” making merit 
the only test for appointments and 
promotions, largely increased its 
revenues, introduced many me- 
chanical improvements, and in 
other ways added greatly to its 
usefulness. His success was so 
marked that Ms appointment to 
President G-arfield’s Cabinet as 
Postmaster-G-eneral in March, 1881, 
was received with universal satis- 
faction by the people of the United 
States. His administration of that 
department was unfortunately too 
short for him to accomplish much. 
The assassination of Mr. G-arfield 
led him to tender his resignation 
to Mr. Arthur, and in December, 
1881, he retired from political life 
to accept the presidency of the 
Lincoln National Bank in New York 
City. 

JAPAN, Bishop op. (See Poole .) 

JAPAN, Tycoon op. (See Stots 
Bashi.) 

JAY, Harriett, novelist, was 
born Sept. 22, 1867, in the neigh- 
bourhood of London. Her first 
work, the " Queen of Connaught,” 
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was published in 1875j and was 
followed by the " Dark Colleen," 
1876; ""Madge Dunraven," 1878, 
""Two Men and a Maid," and ""The 
Priest^s Blessing," 1881. Miss 
Jay made her first appearance on 
the stage as the herome of Mr. 
Buchanan'’s ""Nine Days Queen," 
in 1881, and has since fulfilled 
several engagements in London and 
provincial theatres. She collabo- 
rated with her brother-in-law, Mr. 
Buchanan, in the dramatization of 
her own novel, the "" Queen of 
Connaught," produced at the Olym- 
pic Theatre in 1876. 

JEAFEBESON, John Coedy, is 
a member of an East Anglian 
family, which has been seated for 
more than two centuries at Dulhng- 
ham House, Cambridgeshire. He 
was bom on Jan. 14, lSi31, at Fram- 
lingham, Suffolk, where his father, 
William Jeaffreson,F PCS (known 
in the medical profession as the 
originator and &st performer of 
the minor operation for ovarian 
dropsy), was an eminent surgical 
operator. Havmg received his early 
education, first at the Woodbridge 
Grammar School, and afterwards 
at the Botesdale Grammar School, 
he studied medicine for some years, 
till, changing his plan of Me, he 
matriculated at Pembroke College, 
Oxford, where he became a writer 
in magazines and newspapers, 
whilst still an undergraduate. 
Having taken his B.A. degree in 
1852, he relinquished from consci- 
entious scruples his purpose of 
entering the clerical profession, 
and became a law student at Lm- 
coln^s Inn, where he was called to 
the bar m 1859. His first novel, 
""Crewe Base," was published in 
1854, and has been followed by 
""Isabel, the Young Wife and the 
Old Love," 1856 ; "" Miriam Cop- 
ley," 1859 ; "" Olive Blake^s Good 
Work," 1862 ; "" Sir Everard^s 

Daughter," "" Live It Down," 1863 ; 
"" Not Dead Yet," 1864 ; "" A 

Noble Woman," 1868, ""A Wo- 
man in Spite of Herself," 1872; 


"" Lottie Darling,” 1873 ; and 
""The Eapiers of Eegenffs Park," 
1882. In connection with these 
works of fiction mention may be 
made of their author^’s histoiy of 
the hteratiue of prose fiction in 
England, entitled "" Novels and 
Novehsts from Ehzabeth to Tic- 
toria," 1858. Mr Jeaffresohs 
prmcipal contributions to the social 
history of England are his three 
well-lmown books on the three 
learned professions, ""A Book about 
Doctors," 1860 , "" A Book about 
Lawyers,” 1866 ; "" A Book about 
the Clergy," 1870; tlie ""Annals 
of Oxford," 1871, which greatly 
distuihed academic circles by ridi- 
culing the mythical exaggerations 
of the antiquity of the university, 
and by insistmg that the proud 
seat of learning had its origin m a 
mere guild of schoolmasters for 
boys ; "" Brides and Bridals," 1872, 
a history of maiTiage in England ; 
""A Book about the Table," 1874, 
which exhibits the origm of our 
chief festive usages, and shows how 
largely modem cookery is indebted 
I to the culinaiy practice of ancient 
Eome ; and "" A Young Squire of 
the Seventeenth Centary," 1S77> 
containing selections foom the 
papers (a.d. 1676 — ^A.n. 16S6) of 
the authorfs ancestor, Christopher 
Jeaffreson, of Dullingham House, 
Cambridgeshire, that afford muciy 
curious information respecting Eng^ 
lish life in the seventeenth century,! 
the early colonization of Enghsh 
America, and the first settlement 
of our West Indian dependencies, 
the oldest of which (St. Ehtts) was 
planted by Colonel John Jeaffreson 
and his comrade Sir Thomas War- 
ner in the reign of James the First. 
Shortly after the death of Eobert 
Stephenson, C.E., Mr. Jeaffreson 
was retained by the great engmeer's 
representatives to write the story 
of his life, in eon 3 unction with 
Professor Pole, C E., who contribu- 
ted the scientific appendix to the 
""Life of Eobert Stephenson," 1864. 
A contributor in past times to 
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Fraser^ s Magazine^ tlie Dublin Uni- 
versity Magazine, Temple Bar, and 
other periodical publications, Mr. 
Jeaffreson has also been a copious 
contributor to the Athenceum, and a 
diligent writer on the daily press 
of London. The annual Blue Book 
Eeports of Her Majesty's Commis- 
sion on Historical Manuscripts show 
that, as one of their Inspectors of 
Eecords and Documents, Mr 
Jeaiffreson has of late years spent 
much time in the examination of 
ancient writings in different parts 
of the kingdom, and has done much 
service to liteiature in collecting 
materials for future historians In 
his service to the Commission, which 
has accomplished so much for his- 
torical research, Mr. Jeafreson ac- 
quired the knowledge of the pen- 
manship and official writings of the 
Ehzabethan period which enabled 
him, in two elaborate letters to the 
Aihenoeum (of the 29th of April, and 
the 27th of May, 1882), to demon- 
strate to the satisfaction of paloeo- 
graphic experts and Shakespearian 
specialists, that, instead of being 
intended for the testament itself, 
William Shakespeare's wiU (pre- 
served at the Wdl Office, Somerset 
House) was in the first instance a 
mere rough di'aft of instructions 
for a will, and that, instead of being 
in its body the performance of a 
scrivener or other legal draughts- 
man, the document was written 
throughout by Shakespeare himself 
— a discovery that, by giving the 
explorers of old muniments a fine 
and rare specimen of the poet's 
usual handwritmg may have mo- 
mentous results in the domains of 
Shakespearian enquiry Mr. Jeaffre- 
Eon's latest work is, ^"The Eeal 
Lord Byron: Hew Views of the 
Poet's Life," 2 vols., 1883. 

J E B B, The Eev. John, D D., 
nephew of the late Dr. Jebb, some 
time Bishop of Limerick, born in 
Dublin in 1805, was educated at Win- 
chester, and Trinity Ooliege, Dub- 
lin. Having held a rectory and a 
prebendal stall in the diocese of 


Limerick, in 1843 he was presented 
to the rectory of Peterstow, Here- 
fordshire, was in 1860 appointed a 
Prebendary, and in 1870 a Canon 
Eesidentiary of Hereford Cathe- 
dral. He has written " The Divine 
Economy of the Church," ^'The 
Choral Service of the Church of 
England has edited the “ Choral 
Eesponses and Litanies of the 
Church," with preface; has also 
written, Six Letters on the Present 
State of the Church," “ Lectures on 
the Cathedral Service," "A Hew 
Translation of the Book of Psalms, 
with Dissertations and has pub- 
lished several single sermons. He 
IS now a Proctor in Convocation 
for the clergy of Hereford, 

JEBB, Eichabd Claverhouse, 
born at Dundee, Aug. 27, 1841, is 
son of Eobert Jebb, Esq., formerly 
counsel for the E^venue in Ireland ; 

f randson of the late Mr. Justice 
ebb ; and grand-nephew of Bishop 
Jebb. He was educated at St. 
Columba's College, co. Dublin; at 
Charterhouse School, London ; and 
at Trinity College,Cambridge,where 
he graduated as senior classic in 
1862, and was soon afterwards elec- 
ted a Fellow. As a classical lecturer 
of his College, he took a foremost 
part in organising at Cambridge the 
system of Inter-Collegiate Classical 
Lectmes, and was the first secretary 
of an association of college lec- 
turers for that purpose. Along 
with Professor E. B. Cowell, he was 
also instrumental in founding the 
Cambridge Philological Society, of 
which he was the first secretary. 
In 1869 he was chosen by the Se- 
nate to be Public Orator of the Uni- 
versity. In 1871 he was nominated 
by the University as a Governor of 
Charterhouse School; in 1872 he 
was elected Classical Examiner in 
the University of London ; and was 
also appointed Tutor of Trinity 
College; but resigned these posts 
on being called, in 1875, to fill the 
chair of Greek in tHe University of 
Glasgow. In 1878 he received from 
the King of the HeUenes the Gold 
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Cross of tlie Order of tlie Saviour^ 
in recognition of Ins services to 
Greek studies, and in the following 
year the University of Edinburgh 
conferred upon him the honorary 
Degree of Doctor of Laws. He is 
the author of a work, in 2 vols., 
on ^"The Attic Orators,” also of 
Selections from the Attic Orators,” 
with notes ; The Characters of 
Theophrastus,” with notes and 
translation; Modem Greece;” 

A Primer of Greek Literature , ” 
"A Life of Pichard Bentley” (m 
English Men of Letters ”), which is 
about to appear in a German trans- 
lation ; “ lhanslations ” mto, and 
from, Greek and Latin ; the “Elec- 
tra” and “Ajax” of Sophocles, 
with notes ; and important articles 
on classical literature, history, and 
archaeology, in the “ Encyclopaedia 
Britanmca,” and Journal of Hellenic 
Studies. He is now engaged on a 
complete edition of Sophocles. He 
has taken an active part in pro- 
motmg the study and teachmg of 
Modern Greek. In June, 1883, his 
long-continued efforts for the estab- 
lishment of a British School of 
Classical and Archaeological Studies 
at Athens, led to the formation of 
a committee for that purpose, of 
which the Prince of Wales is Presi- 
dent, and which has been joined by 
a large number of the most dis- 
tinguished public and literary men. 

flSFFEESOH, Joseph, actor, 
born in Philadelphia, Feb. 20, 
1829. His grandfather and great- 
grandfather were distmguished 
actors, and his mother, Mrs. Burke, 
was a celebrated vocalist. He ap- 
peared on the stage at a very early 
age, and soon rose to the front place 
as a comedian, and his merits are 
recognized in both England and 
America. His range of characters 
is very wide, covering almost the 
entire field of comedy and farce, 
without degenerating into bur- 
lesque. His most famous rule is 
that of Eip Yan Winkle in Mr. 
Dion Boucicaulk’s play of that name, 
founded upon the story by Washing- 


ton Irving ; a character which 
Mr. Jefferson may be said to have 
created, as well as to have made 
his own. Perhaps he is equally 
successful as Bob Eccles in “The 
Eivals.” Besides playing in every 
city in the United States, he has 
made professional visits to England 
and Australia. He is the owner of 
a sugar plantation in Louisiana, 
where he usually spends his wmters, 
when not professionally engaged ; 
and also has a fine farm m New 
Jersey, a few miles from New York. 
His son, Joseph Jefferson, jun., is 
also an actor of decided ability. 

JELLETT, The Eev. John 
Hewitt, B.D., Provost of Trimty 
College, Dublin, born at Cashel, 
Ireland, Dec 25, 1817, received his 
education at Trinity College, Dub- 
lin, of which he was elected a 
Fellow in 1840. He was appointed 
Professor of Natural Philosophy in 
the University of Dublin in 1848 ; 
a Commissioner of National Edu- 
cation in 1868 ; and President of 
the Eoyal Irish Academy m 1869. 
In 1879, on the death of Dr. Luby, 
he was co-opted by the senior 
fellows of Thinity College, Dublin, 
as a member of the Senior Board , 
and m Feb., ISSl, he was appointed 
by the Crown to be Provost of the 
College in the place of the late 
Dr. Humphrey Lloyd. Mr. Jellett, 
who is one of the ablest mathema- 
ticians of the day, has written a 
“ Treatise on the Calculus of Yaria- 
tions,” published at Dublin in 1850 , 
besides various papers on Pure and 
Applied Mathematics, and Experi- 
mental Optics, with their applica- 
tion to chemistry, published in the 
Transactions and Proceedings of 
the Eoyal Irish Academy, Lion- 
ville Jourwxl de Mathematiques, 
and the Proceedings of the British 
Association; also a “Treatise on 
the Theory of Friction,” an “ Essay 
on some of the Moral Difficulties of 
the Old Testament,” Dublin, 1867 ; 
and various sermons. 

JENKINS, Edwabd, bom in 
1S3S, at Bangalore, India, is a son 
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of tlie Eev, Dr, Jenkins, of St 
Panics Presbyterian Churcli, Mon- 
treal, Canada. He was educated at 
the High School and M^aill Col- 
lege, Montreal, and in the IJni- 
yersity of Pennsylvania. He was 
called to the bar at Lincoln^s'Inn 
in 1864 ;* and practised with suc- 
cess np to 1872-3, when he entered 
upon politics ; was appointed Agent- 
General for Canada m Feb., 1874, 
resigning in Jan., 1876, on the 
Canadian Government deciding to 
reduce the office to an emigration 
agency ; and was elected member 
of Parliament for Dundee Feb., 
1874, while absent in Canada. He 
continued to represent that borough 
tiU April, ISSO. In Jan., 1881, 
contested the city of Edinburgh 
agamst Mr. McLaren, the Lord 
Advocate, but only succeeded in 
polling 3940 votes, while 11,390 
were recorded in favour of his op- 
ponent. Mr. Jenkins is an advanced 
Liberal, chiefly on social questions ; 
an Anti -Republican; and is in 
favour of Imperial unity as against 
the Anti-Colonial party. He is the 
author of ^^Ginx^s Baby," ^^Lord 
Bantam, ^'The Coolie," "Little 
Hodge," " The Devil's Chain," 
" Lutchmee and Dilloo," " The 
Captain's Cabin," "Fatal Days,' 
1874; ‘■'A Paladin of Romance; 
Contemporary Manners," 1882 
and several pohtical essays. Mr. 
Jenkins proceeded to British Guiana 
in 1870 on the part of the Abori- 
gines' Protection Society in order 
to watch the proceedings of the 
Royal Commission appointed to 
investigate and report on the con- 
dition of the Coolies. He was 
associated with Sir George Grey, 
Mr Torrens, and others in the 
Emigration and Colonial move- 
ment. He is a member of the 
Royal Commission on Copyrights. 
He has never written for the press, 
but has been an occasional con- 
tributor to Fmser, the Contemporary, 
and other reviews. 

JENKIHS, Joseph John, painter 
in water-colours, bom in London in 


1811, was instructed by his father 
in portrait engraving, which he was 
compelled to relinquish in 1839 on 
account of a chest complaint. He 
was then employed in designing for 
illustrated books, and in 1842 joined 
the new Society of Painters in 
Water-colours, and sent pictures to 
its exhibitions for several seasons 
In consequence of some disagree- 
ment respecting the management, 
Mr. Jenkins and several members 
withdrew from the Society In 
1846 he visited France, remained 
some time in Lower Brittany, and 
on his return to England produced 
" Going with the Stream," and its 
companion jncture, " Going against 
the Stream," which were engraved, 
and had a large sale in France and 
Germany as well as in this country. 
They were followed by " Both Sides 
of the Channel," "The Happy 
Time," " Sleeping Companions," 
"Come Along," " Hopes and Fears," 
and " In Sight of Home Mr 
Jenkins was elected an associate 
of the Old Society of Painters in 
Water-colours in 1849, a member in 
1850, and in 1853 secretary, which 
office he resigned in 1863. For many 
years this artist was known as an 
exhibitor of subjects relating to 
the peasant hfe of our Continental 
neighbours, but latterly he has 
devoted his attention to English 
landscape and scenery. Among 
his more recent works are " Studies 
in Hnole Park," " Among the York- 
shire Becks," " Cheddingfold, Sur- 
rey," "On the Thames at Mill 
End,” and " Wargrave." 

JEN NEB, The Bight Rev. 
Henry Lascelles, D.D., son of 
the late Sir Herbert Jenner Fust, 
born at Chislehurst, Kent, in 1820, 
was educated at Harrow School, 
whence he proceeded to Trinity 
Hall, Cambridge, of which his 
father was master. He graduated 
LL.B in 1841, and was created D.D. 
in 1867. He was presented to the 
vicarage of Preston-next - Wing- 
ham, near Sandwich, in 1864, and 
was consecrated the first Bishop of 
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Dunedin^ Ifew Zealand^ in 1866j 
■but lie returned to Ms living at 
Preston in 1870^ and finally re- 
signed Ms bishopric in 1871. 

JElOEEj Sir William, Bart., 
K.C.B., M D., F.E.S , bom at Chat- 
ham in 1815, was educated at XJni- 
versity College, London, and com- 
menced his professional career as a 
general practitioner, Ms first public 
appointment bemg that of Surgeon- 
Accoucheur to the Eoyal Maternity 
Charity. He graduated M.D., Lon- 
don, in 1814, when he retired from 
general practice. In 1848 he be- 
came a member of the Eoyal Col- 
lege of Physicians, and in the same 
year was appointed Professor of 
Pathological imatomy in University 
College, and Assistant - Physician 
to University College Hospital. He 
was elected Fellow of the Eoyal Col- 
lege of Physicians, and appomted 
to deliver the G-nlstoMan Lectures 
before the College in 1852, was 
nominated Physician to the Hospi- 
tal for Sick Children on its esta- 
blishment in that year, Assistant- 
Physician to the London Fever 
Hospital in 1853, Physician to the 
University College Hospital in 
1854, and Professor of Clinical 
Medicine in 1857. On the death 
of the lamented Dr. Baly, in 1861, 
Dr. Jenner was appointed to suc- 
ceed him as Physician Extra- 
ordinary to the Queen, and in 
1862 was gazetted Physician in 
Ordinary to Her Majesty. In 1862 
he became Professor of the Prin- 
ciples and Practice of Medicine at 
University College, and in 1863 
Physician in Ordinary to the Prince 
of Wales. On Ms appointment as 
Physician to the Queen, he resigned 
Ms connection with the London 
Fever Hospital, and in 1862 re- 
signed the post of Physician to the 
Hospital for Sick Children. In 
1864 he was elected a Fellow of the 
Eoyal Society. He has written 
several series of papers on Fever, 
the acute Specific Diseases, Diph- 
theria, Diseases of Children, Dis- 
eases of the Heart, Lungs, Skin, 


&c. Dr. Jenner was one of the 
physicians who attended the late 
Prince Consort in Ms last illness. 
He is well known, not only to the 
profession, but to the public at 
large, as having been the first to 
establish beyond dispute the differ- 
ence in kmd between typhus and 
typhoid fevers. He was created a 
baronet in 1868, and made a K.C.B. 
Jan. 20, 1872, in recogMtion of ser- 
vices rendered during the severe 
illness of the Prince of Wales. Sir 
William Jenner was elected Pre- 
sident of the College of Physicians 
in 1881, and still holds that office. 

JEEMTH, The Eight Eev. 
Hugh Willoughby, D.D., Bishop 
of Brechin, was educated at Trinity 
Hall, Cam'bridge (B.A. 1841, M.A. 
1847, D.D. 1872). Having accepted 
an appointment in the West Indies, 
he was made Archdeacon of St. 
Christopher. In 1858 he became 
Sector of Nettlecombe, Somerset- 
shire, and in 1871 was appointed 
Bishop- of Colombo, being conse- 
crated in the chapel of Lambeth 
Palace, Oct. 28, 1871. He resigned 
tMs see early in 1875, and came 
home. Soon afterwards he was 
elected Bishop of Brechin, and was 
formally installed at Dundee, Jan. 
13, 1876. 

JEEEOLD, William Blanch- 
ard, eldest son of the late Douglas 
Jerrold, bom in London in 1826, 
was educated at Brompton Gram- 
mar School and in France, studied 
at the St. Martin^s-lane Life Aca- 
demy as an artist, and illustrated 
some of Ms father’s articles in the 
niumiTiated Magazine, In 1849 he 
married the only daughter of his 
godfather,Laman Blanchard. When 
the Daily News started, he was 
engaged upon it, and wrote a lite- 
rary series entitled “ The Literature 
of the Poor,” Afterwards he be- 
came the special commissioner for 
that journal to the Paris Universal 
ExMbitions of 1855 and 1867. For 
Douglas JerroWs Weehly Newspaper 
he wrote a series of papers on Emi- 
gration, entitled An Old Woman 
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who lived in a Shoe ; in 1847 he 
published^ in parts^ a story called 
"The Disgrace to the Family 
in 1848 wrote a story in the Ulus- 
trOiiedi News entitled " The Progress 
of a Bill/" and supplied leading 
articles to the Daily News, Morning 
Post, Lloyd/ s Weekly and 

other papers. He was a copious 
contributor to Household Words and 
All the Tear Bound, under the edi- 
torship of the late Charles Dickens. 
While in Paris he was for years 
the principal French literary and 
art critic of the Athenaeum. In 
1851 he produced a farce, As Cool 
as a Cucumber;" in 1859, "The 
Chatterbox,” a comedy in two acts; 
and in 1868, a comedy in two acts 
called " Beau Brummel."" In 1862, 
having travelled through Sweden 
as commissioner for the Crystal 
Palace Company, he published a 
book of " Swedish Sketches ; "" and 
in 1856, " Imperial Paris."" In 
1857, on the death of his father, 
Mr. Jerrold became editor of Lloyd* s 
Weekly Newsjpaper. He wrote " Life 
and Remains of Douglas Jerrold/" 
published in 1858; "The French 
under Arms"" (a series of French 
military studies reprinted from the 
Daily News), and " The Chronicles 
of a Crutch/" in 1860 ; a series of 
articles on the Poor of London, 
which appeared in the Morning Post 
in 1862; and in 1863 he went to 
Paris as the commissioner of the 
same paper, to make a study of the 
French institutions for the poor. 
This elaborate inquiry is embodied 
in "The Children of Lutetia,"" 
2 vols. 8vo. In 1867 he was 
appointed by the G-ovemment to 
report on two sections of the Uni- 
versal Exhibition. "At Home in 
Paris"" and "A Trip through the 
Yineyards to Spain"" appeared in 
1864; "Passing the Time"" and 
"Two Lives,” a novel in 2 vols., in 
1865 ; " Up and Down in the 
World,” a novel, 3 vols., in 1866; 
" On the Boulevards, or Memorable 
Men and Things, drawn on the 
Spot, 1853-1866, together with Trips 


to Normandy and Brittany,"-* in 
1867; "At Home in Paris- at 
Peace and at War,"" 2 vols ; " The 
Gavroche Party,"’ a series of politi- 
cal studies of France (chiefly re- 
printed from the Athenaeum), in 
1870; "The Story of Madge and 
the Fairy Content/" and "The 
Cockaynes in Pans,"" and "The 
Christian Yagabond,"" in 1871. A 
three-act comedy by Mr. Jerrold, 
called "Cupid in Waiting,"" was 
produced at the Royalty Theatre, 
July 22, 1871. In 1872 he wrote 
" London, a Pilgrimage/" illustrated 
by Gustave Dore. In 1874 he 
issued the first volume of his "Life 
of Napoleon III.,"" the fourth and 
concluding volume of which ap- 
peared in 1882. His "Life of 
George Cruikshank "" appeared 
also m 1882. Under the nom de 
guerre of "Fin-Bee,"" Mr. Jerrold 
brought out " The Epicure"s Year- 
Book,” in 1867 and 1868; and he 
also wrote " The Cupboard Papers,"" 
in 1873, in All the Tear Bound; 
besides many gastronomical essays 
in the Gentleman* s Magazine, Athe- 
naeum, &o. In 1879 Mr. Jerrold 
presided over the Congress of the 
International Literary Association 
in London, and was decorated by 
the French Government -with the 
Palmes Academiques, with the rank 
of Officer of Public Instruction 
He is also Officer of the Order of 
the Saviour of Greece, and Knight 
of the Order of Christ of Portugal. 

JERYOIS, Lietjt. -Colonel Sib 
William Feancts Dbummond, 
C.B., G.C.M.G., eldest son of the 
late General Jervois, K.H., Colonel 
of the 70th regiment, was bom at 
Cowes, Isle of Wight, in 1821, and 
ha-ving passed at Woolwich, entered 
the Royal Engineers in 1839. 
Having complete the usual course 
of study at Chatham, he was ordered 
to the Cape of Good Hope in 1841, 
and was actively employed in that 
colony for upwards of seven years 
in various capacities. In 1842 he 
acted as Brigade Major in an expe- 
dition againstthe Boers, and durmg 
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tiie tliree following years was 
professionally engaged at various 
frontier stations^ making roads^ 
building bridges, and establishing 
military posts. In 1845, having 
been appointed Acting Adjutant to 
the Eoyal Engineers, he accom- 
panied the Chief Engineer over the 
whole frontier of the Cape Colony 
and the settlement of hTatal, and in 
the ear]y part of 1846 he was Kajor 
of Brigade to the garrison of Cape 
Town, until the arrival of Sir H. 
Pottinger as Grovemor, and Sir Gr. 
Berkeley as Commander-in-Chief, 
with whom he proceeded to the 
frontier against the Kaffirs. During 
the Kaffir war he made a military 
survey and map of Kaffrana, a 
work of great difficulty, ably exe- 
cuted. From 1848 till 1852 he 
commanded a company of Sappers 
at Woolwich and Chatham ; in the 
latter year was ordered to the 
island of Alderney, for the pu^ose 
of designing plans for the fortifica- 
tions, and the superintendence of 
their execution, and in 1854 was 
promoted to the rank of major. 
In 1855 Major Jervois was trans- 
ferred to the London district, as 
Commanding Royal Engmeer, and 
was nominated by Lord Panmure 
a member of a Committee on Barrack 
Accommodation, whose labours con- 
tributed much to the improvements 
which have of late years been 
effected in the construction of 
barracks, as well as in the sanitary 
condition of our troops. In 1856 
he was appointed to the post of 
Assistant Inspector-Greneral of Eor- 
tifioatioiis,under Sir John Burgoyne, 
and on the appointment of a Royal 
Commission to report upon the 
defences of the country, he was 
selected by the Grovemment to be 
Secretary. He was a member of 
the Special Committee on the 
Application of Iron to Ships and 
Fortifications. In 1861 he attained 
the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, in 
1862 was appointed Deputy Direc- 
tor of Fortifications -under Sir John 
Burgoyne, and in 1863 was no- 


minated a Companion of the Bath, 
and was sent on a special mission 
to report on the defences of Canada, 
Hova Scotia, and Hew Brunswick, 
on which occasion he visited the 
fortifications at the principal ports 
on the seaboard of the XJmted 
States. In 1864 he was sent again 
on a special mission to Canada to 
confer with the Canadian Grovem- 
ment on the question of the defence 
of that province. On his return 
to England his report was laid 
before Parliament, and the Im- 
perial Government undertook to 
carry out -fche defences of Quebec 
on tiie plan recommended by him. 
In addition to his post at the War 
Office, Colonel Jervois was Secre- 
tary to -the Permanent Defence 
Committee, imder the presidency 
of the Duke of Cambridge. He 
was created a Knight Commander 
of the Order of SS. Michael and 
George in 1874, and was appointed 
Governor of the Straits Settlements, 
April 7, 1875, The latter post he 
held lall June, 1877, when he was 
appointed Governor of Sou-th Austra- 
lia. He was nominated a G.C.M.G. 
in 1878 ; and in Dee. 1882 he was 
appointed Governor of HewZealand. 

JESSE, Geoboe Bichabp, son 
of the late Rev. William Jesse, 
Yicar of Margaretting, Essex, and 
Pelsall, Staffordshire, and nephew 
of the late Edward Jesse, of the 
Woods and Forests Office, author 
of Gleanings in Hatural B2s- 
tory,^’ was bom at Caen, in Hor- 
mandy, in 1820. He is a civil 
engineer, an etcher on eop;^r, and 
■the au-fchor of " Researches into the 
History of iJie British Dog,^^ 2 vols., 
1866. He has been eiigaged in 
the cons-fcruction of railways in 
England, Egypt, and India. He 
has written on the Suez Canal, the 
projected Euphrates Yalley Rail- 
way, and Indian Public Works. 
He has also frequently contributed 
to the newspaper press in advocacy 
of the claims of the animal king- 
dom to justice and mercy at -fche 
hands of iihe human race. In Feb., 
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1875, lie founded The Society for 
the Ahohtion of Vivisection/^ and 
he was greatly instrumental m 
obtaining the appointment of a 
Poyal Commission to inquire into 
the practice of subjeotmg live 
animals to experiments for scientific 
purposes, and gave evidence be- 
fore it on three days. In conse- 
quence of the controversies between 
Mr. Jesse and Dr. Eerrier, Dr. J. 
Crichton Browne, Dr. T. Lauder 
Brunton, Mr T. Spencer Wells, 
Professor Owen, Mr. Darwin, and 
other distinguished scientific men 
and members of the medical pro- 
fession, Government now reverses 
the decisions of the Presidents of 
the Colleges of Physicians and 
Surgeons, and refuses point blank 
to grant licences to some physiolo- 
gists of widespread repute. The 
licences were apphed for for carry- 
ing on investigations which those 
gentlemen declared to be of the 
highest value to medical science. 
The editor of the leading medical 
journal of England, the Lancetj 
stated in a leading article on 
Nov. 19, 1881, that ''the part of 
physiological research which de- 
pends on vivisection is being 
gradually stamped out.” On 
Mai;oh 9, 1882, by mvitation of the 
President, Mr. Jesse read a paper 
in Birmingham at the Birmingham 
and Midland Counties branch of 
the British Medical Association, 
controverting the assumption that 
"scientific surgery is founded upon 
vivisection.” The vigorous and 
sustained assaults made by Mr. 
Jesse on the physiological citadel 
forced the Colleges of Physicians 
and Surgeons to found, on March 28, 
1882, an " Association for the Pro- 
tection of the Eight of Vivisection,” 
entitled the "Association for the 
Advancement of Medicme by Ee- 
search.” Owing to the persevering 
exertions of the Society created by 
Mr Jesse, the agitation against the 
practice of pain&ly e:^erimenting 
upon animals for scientific pur- 
poses has now. Professor Virchow 


admits, "in all countries attained 
a dangerous degree of vigour,” and 
spread widely through England 
and Europe Mr. J esse is honorary 
secretary of the Society, and has 
written many pamphlets on the 
subject of vivisection. 

JESSOPP, Augustus, D.D., was 
born in 1824, at Albury Place, 
Cheshunt, Herts, where his father 
was J.P. for the county and a 
Deputy-Lieutenant. He was edu- 
cated at St. John's College, Cam- 
bridge, of which he is M.A. ; and 
he is D D of Worcester College, 
Oxford. He was appointed Head- 
Master of Helston Grammar School, 
Cornwall, 1855 , Head-Master of 
Norwich School, 1859 j and Eector 
of Seaming, Norfolk, 1879. He 
was preacher before the University 
of Oxford in 1870. Dr Jessopp is 
the author or editor of "Donne's 
Essays in Divinity,” with life, 
1855, "Tales by Emile Souvestre, 
with Notes and Life of the Author ” 
1860, which has passed through 
three editions, "Norwich School 
Sermons ” 1864 j " A Manual of 
the Greek Accidence,'' 1865, 3rd 
ed. 1879 , " The Fragments of Primi- 
tive Liturgies and Confessions of 
Faith contamed in the writings 
of the New Testament,” 1872 ,* 
" Letters of Father Henry Walpole, 
S.J.,” from the MSS. at Stonyhurst 
College, 1873 ; " One Generation 
of a Norfolk House, a contribution 
to Elizabethan History,” 1878, 
2nd ed. 1879 j "Husenbeth's Em- 
blems of Saints,” edited for the 
Norfolk ArchEBological Society, 
1882; and contributions' to the 
lEdinhurgh Review, Nineteenth Cen- 
tury, and Athenceum, He has hke- 
wise contributed many papers on 
historical and antiquarian sub- 
jects in the Proceedings of the 
Norfolk and Norwich Archseologioal 
Society, of which he is Literary 
Secretary. 

JEX-BLAKE, The Eev. Thomas 
William, D.D., only son of Thomas 
Jex-Blake, Esq , J.P. for the county 
of Norfolk, and Maria Emily, 
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daughter of Thomas Cuhitt, Esq, 
J.P. and D.L. for the same county, 
was horn in London, Jan 26, 1832, 
and entered Eughy school, as a 
pupil of Mr. Cotton, in 1844 In 
1851 he was elected a scholar of 
University College, Oxford, where 
he took his B.A. degree in 1855, 
obtaining a first-class in classical 
honours both in Moderations and in 
the Final Schools. He was apiiointed 
composition master to the sixth 
form at Marlborough College in 
1855 by Dr. Cotton, afterwards 
Bishop of Calcutta. In the same 
year he was elected^to a Fellowship 
at Queen^s College, but he vacated 
it by his marriage in 1857. He was 
ordamed deacon in 1856, and 
priest m the following year. He 
was appointed an assistant master 
at Eugby in Jan , 1858; Prmcipal 
of Cheltenham College in June, 
1868, and Head-Master of Eugby 
School in Feb , 1874. Dr. Jex- 
Blake published ^^Long Vacation 
in Continental Picture G-aUeries,” 
in 1858 ; and is the author of an 
article on Church Comprehen- 
sion,^^ in Macmillan^ s Magasine, 
March, 1873 ; of other literary 
articles ; and of a volume of ser- 
mons, Life by Faith,^' 1875. 

JOACBUM, Joseph, a celebrated 
violinist, bom at Kitsee, near Pres- 
burg, in Hungary, of Jewish 
parents, July 15, 1831, entered 
while very young the Conservatory 
of Music at Vieima, where he 
studied under Joseph Bohm From 
the age of twelve years he at- 
tracted much attention at Leipzig 
by his rare skill on his instrument, 
and obtained an engagement, which 
he held for seven years, in the or- 
chestra of the Gewandhaus. Mean- 
while, however, he assiduously pur- 
sued Ids studies under the guidance 
of Ferdinand David, and also re- 
ceived lessons in the theory of 
music from Moritz Hauptmann. 
In 1850 he paid his first visit to 
Paris, and in the same year he was 
appointed Director of the Concerts 
at Weimar. In 1853 he became 


Master of the Chapel Eoyal at 
Hanover. After this period he ap- 
peared in most of the capitals of 
Eui'ope, and paid annual visits to 
London, where he gave several 
series of concerts. In 1869 he be- 
came a member of the Senate of 
the Berlin Academy, and was nomi- 
nated Director of the School of 
Instrumental Music in the Conser- 
vatory of Music then recently 
established in the Prussian capital. 
He was created an honorary Mus. 
Doc. of the University of Cam- 
bridge, March 8, 1877. Herr Joa- 
chim^s fame rests mainly on his 
extraordinary skill as an instru- 
mentalist. As a composer he 
belongs to the school of Schumann, 
which seeks to reconcile the clas- 
sical traditions with originahty. 
The Concert k la Hongroise is 
one of his chief compositions for 
violin and orchestra. The Cam- 
bridge Professor of Music has said 
of him . — As an artist he may be 
regarded from two points of view — 
first as an executant, in which 
quality hq is pre-eminent, but 
w’^hich quality he never obtrudes 
upon his audience, so completely 
does he make us forget the player 
in the music he presents to us; 
next as an interpreter of that deep 
purpose which is beyond the power 
of notation to define,, in respect of 
which the greatest composer is 
utterly at the mercy of the player, 
and in which Joachim has not a 
rival; and this renders his per- 
formances conspicuous in an age 
abounding with executive talent of 
the highest order.^' In Aug , 1882, 
he was appointed conductor of the 
Eoyal Academy of Music of Berlin, 
and musical dorector of the Eoyal 
Academy of Arts. 

JOHNSON, Eastmait, bom at 
Lovell, Maine, July 29, 1824. In 
1849 he went to Dusseldorf, where 
he studied two years, and after- 
wards resided for four years at the 
Hague, where, besides numerous 
portraits, he executed The Savoy- 
ard" and the "Card Players," his 
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earliest elaborate pictures in oil. 
After visiting the principal Euro- 
pean galleries^ he returned to New 
York in 1856. His favourite sub- 
jects are the American rustic and 
negro^ and glimpses of domestic 
life. Among his best works, many 
of which have been reproduced in 
chromo - lithography, are . “ The 
Old Kentuc% Home (1859) , 

Mating (1860) ; The Parmer^s 
Sunday Morning"^ (1860) j '"The 
Village Blacksmith (1864) ; 
"Fiddling his Way” (1865) j "The 
Boyhood of Abraham Lincoln ” 
(1867); "The Barefoot Boy” 
(1868); "The Old Stage Coach” 
(1871) ; " The Wounded Drummer” 
(1872); "The Pedlar” (1873); 
"Dropping Off” (1873) ; "A Olass 
with the Squire ” (1880) ; and 
"The Funding Bdl” (1881). 

JOHNSON, The Hig-ht Rev. 
Edward Ralph, Bishop of Cal- 
cutta, fifth son of Wilham Pon- 
sonby Johnson, of Castlesteads, 
Cumberland, was born at Castle- 
steads, Feb. 17, 1828, and educated 
at Rugby, and at Wadham College, 
Oxford (B.A. 1850; M.A. I860). 
He was ordained deacon and priest 
by the Bishop of Worcester — dea- 
con, with a title to the curacy of 
Pamborough, m the county of 
Warwick — ^in 1851. He was ap- 
pointed, in 1860, to a minor 
canonry in the cathedral of Chester, 
and to the curacy of the cathedral 
parish of St. Oswald. In 1866 the 
Dean and Chapter appointed him 
to the rectory of Northenden, in 
the county of Chester, where he 
succeeded the late Archdeacon 
Woobough. He was selected by 
the Bishop of Chester, in 1871, to 
fill the post of Archdeacon of 
Chester, upon the resignation of 
the late Archdeacon Pollock. In 
Oct. 1876, he was appointed to the 
bishropric of Calcutta, vacant by 
the death of the late Dr. Robert 
Milman. He was consecrated in 
St. Paulas Cathedral, London, Nov, 

so, 1876 

JOHNSON, George, M.D., i 


P.R.S., was born in Nov. 1818, at 
Goudhurst, in Kent He was edu- 
cated at the Goudhurst Grammar 
School and at Kmg’s College, Lon- 
don, where he entered as a medical 
student in 1839. In 1843 he was 
appomted the first Medical Tutor 
at Kmg's College , in 1850, when 
he resigned that office, he was 
elected an honorary Fellow of the 
College ; in 1857 he was appointed 
Professor of Materia Medica ; and 
in 1863 he succeeded the late 3Dr. 
George Budd as Professor of the 
Principles and Practice of Medi- 
cine. In 1876 he was appointed 
Professor of Clinical Medicine, 
which, with the office of Senior 
Physician of King's College Hospi- 
tal, he now holds. He is a gradu- 
ate of London — M.B., with the 
Scholarship for Physiology, in 1842 ; 
M.D. in 1844. In 1862 he was 
elected a Fellow or Senator of the 
University of London, and in 1872 
a Fellow of the Royal Society In 
1846 he became a member of the 
College of Physicians, and in 1850, 
having been elected a Fellow, he 
was appointed to give the Gulston- 
ian Lectures. In 1877 he delivered 
the Lumleian Lectures, and in 
1882 the Harveian Oration. He 
has served in succession as Exam- 
iner m Medicine for the College 
Licence, as a Junior Censor, and 
lastly as Semor Censor in 1876-6. 
Dr. Johnson has published the 
following works ; " On Diseases of 
the Kidney,” 1852 ; " Lectures on 
Bright's Disease ” 1873 ; " Epi- 
demic Diarrhoea and Cholera,” 
1856; "Notes on Cholera,” 
1866 ; " The Laryngoscope • direc- 
tions for its use and practical illus- 
trations of its value,” 1864; also 
numerous Lectures and Papers on 
various subjects, especiaUy on 
"Nervous Disorders, the result of 
over-work and anxiety ; ” and " The 
Pathology and Treatment of 
Diphtheria.” 

JOHNSON, George William, 
second son of William Johnson, 
Esq., of Bromley, Kent, bom Nov. 
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1802, called to tlie bar in 1836, 
lias written various successful works, 
cbiefly on tbe practice and science 
of horticulture. Amongst these 
may be mentioned the ^'Cottage 
G-ardener's Dictionary,"^ published 
in 1860 j the ^'Science and Practice 
of Gardening "" in 1862 ,* the His- 
tory of Gardening,"" and “British 
Ferns."" He founded the Journal 
of JSorticuliurBi of which he is joint 
editor with Dr. Hogg. 

JOHNSON, WiiiiiiAM Mooee, 
Q.C., M.P., is the only son of the 
Eev. William Johnson, M.A , for- 
merly Chancellor of Eoss and 
Cloyne, and rector of Clenore, 
county Cork, by Elizabeth Anne, 
daughter of the Eev. William 
Hamilton, and was born in 1828. 
He graduated at Trinity College, 
Dubhn, taking his Bachelor"s de- 
gree in 1849, and that of M.A. in 
1856. He was called to the Irish 
Bar in Michaelmas term 1853, was 
appointed a Queen"s Counsel in 
1872, and was Law Adviser to the 
Crown in Ireland from 1868 till 
1874. Mr. Johnson was returned 
as M.P. for Mallow at the general 
election of April, 1880, and on the 
formation of Mr. Gladstone"s ad- 
ministration in the following month 
he was appointed Solicitor-General 
for Ireland. He succeeded Mr. 
Law as Attorney-General for Ire- 
land in Nov., 1881. 

JOHNSTON, Alexandeb, 
painter, bom at Edinburgh in 1816, 
first e:^bited at the Eoyal Aca- 
demy in 1836. His earlier pieces 
were derived from Scottish song 
and story. “ The Gentle Shep- 
herd,"" exhibited in 1840, and 

Sunday Morning,"" in 1841, from 
Bums; “The Covenanter’s Mar- 
riage,"" in 1842 ; and “ The Cove- 
nanter’s Burial,"" in 1852. Many of 
his smaller-priced pieces, " The 
Highland Home,"" “The Trysting 
Tree,"" “Introduction of Flora Mac- 
donald to Prince Charlie,"’ &c., have 
found favour with Art Unions. 

Lord and Lady Eussell receiving 
the Sacrament in Prison,"" executed 


in 1846, an example of a more am- 
bitious style, IS in the Yeraon 
Gallery. “Family Worship in a 
Scotch Cottage,” was painted in 
1851. Melancthon bemg sur- 
prised by a French Traveller rock- 
ing the Cradle of his Infant,” the 
first of a new style, produced in 
1854, was followed by “Tyndall 
Translating the Bible,” in 1855. All 
these are engraved. 

JOHNSTON, Geobgb, M.D. Ed., 
F.E G.S.,M.E.C.S.E., FeUowof the 
King and Queen"s College of Phy- 
sicians in Ireland, Mem. and Ex- 
Pres. Obstetrical Society, Dublin, 
Ex-Master Eotunda Lying-in Hos- 
pital, Dublin, Consulting Physician 
Whitworth Medical and Surgical 
Hospital, Drmncondra, Dublin, 
formerly Surgeon - Suiierintendent 
H.M. Commissioners for Colonies 
South Australia, is a son of Andrew 
Johnston, late President of the 
Eoyal College of Surgeons in Ire- 
land, who served in the West In- 
dies and Egyptian campaign under 
Sir Ealph Aberoromby as Surgeon 
in the 44th Eegiment. He was 
bom in Dublin m 1814, and edu- 
cated at the University of Dublin, 
where he took the degree of M.D. 
in 1845. He is a Fellow of the 
Eoyal Geographical Society, and a 
member of the Eoyal Dublin So- 
ciety. He is author of Clinical 
Eeports of the Dublin Lying-in 
Hospital from 1868 to 1875,"" which 
contain a most accurate and valu- 
able body of statistics on obstetrical 
subj'ects ; also of “ Cbnical Eeport* 
of 752 Cases of Forceps Delivery in 
Hospital Practice ; "" author in con- 
junction with Dr. E. B. Sinclair, of 
“ Practical Midwifery."" Dr. John- 
ston has contributed papers to the 
Dublin Quarterly Journal of Medical 
Science. 

JOHNSTON, Gen. Joseph Ec- 
CLESTON, bom in Prmce Edward 
county, Yirginia, Feb., 1807. He 
graduated at the Military Academy 
at West Pomt in 1829, and served 
in various military capacities, 
chiefly in the Topographical En- 
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jdneers, until the outbreak of tlie 
jivil war, at whicli time lie was 
Quartermaster- General, with the 
'ank of Brigadier-General He re- 
signed his commission April 22, 
1861, and entered the Couiederate 
service as Major-General. During 
the earlier part of the campaign of 
1862 he was in command of all the 
Confederate forces m Virgmia, and 
was severely wounded at the battle 
of Bair Oaks, near Richmond, 
May 31. In November, having been 
made Lieut.-General, he was as- 
signed to the command of the 
military department of Tennessee, 
and in the following spring made 
an ineffectual effort to relieve 
Vicksburg, on the Mississippi, 
which was then besieged by Gen. 
Grant. After the defeat of Gen. 
Bragg, at Chattanooga, Nov. 25, 
1863, Johnston was assigned to the 
command of all the Confederate 
forces in the South-west, with the 
rank of General. In 1864 he was 
at the head of the forces which 
opposed Sherman in his famous 
march to the sea.^^ Compelled to 
fall back from point to point, the 
authorities at Richmond became 
dissatisfied, and on July 17, John- 
ston was ordered by President 
Davis to turn over his command to 
Gen. Hood. Near the close of Feb , 
I860, when Sherman had marched 
into South Carolina, Johnston, at 
the express urgency of Gen. Lee, 
was directed to assume the com- 
mand of the remnant of the army 
* of Tennessee, and of all the forces 
in South Carolina, Georgia, and 
Florida, to " drive back Sherman.” 
The force which he could concen- 
trate was greatly inferior to that of 
Sherman, and he was unable seri- 
ously to check his march. Having 
learnt that Lee had surrendered 
the Army of Virginia to Grant, 
Johnston capitulated to Sherman 
at Durham^s Station, North Caro- 
lina Since the close of the war he 
has been actively engaged in agri- 
cultural, commercial, and railroad 
enterprises, residing at Savannah, 


Georgia. He has published a "Nar- 
rative of Military Operations con- 
ducted by him during the War 
between the States” (1874). 

JOHNSTON, William, born in 
Downpatrick, Feb 22, 1829, re- 
ceived his education at Trinity 
College, Dublin, where he gradu- 
ated B A. in 1852, and M A. in 
1856 He was called to the Irish 
bar m 1872 He was elected M.P. 
for Belfast, in the Conservative 
interest, in 1868, was re-oleeted in 
1874, and sat for that borough till 
1880 Mr Johnston has been for 
thirty-five years a member of the 
Orange Institution, and was im- 
prisoned for two months, in 1868, 
for taking part in an Orange pro- 
cession at Bangor, co. Down, on 
the 12th July in the previous year. 
He is the author of the novels 
" Nightshade,” 1857 ; " Fresh- 

field,” and " Under which King ? ” 
1872 

JOHORE, Tunkoo AnuBEinaii 
BIN Ibrahim, K.C.S. I., the Mahara- 
jah of Johore (commonly called the 
Tumongong), born in 1835, is 
grandson of one of the Malay 
princes by whom the island of 
Singapore was first ceded to Sir 
Stamford Raffles, as political agent 
for the British government, and 
succeeded to the sovereignty of the 
Johore territories on the death of 
his father in 1861. He is one of 
the most enlightened princes of 
Eastern Asia, and is a firm ally of 
the British government. In 1866 
he visited England, delegating the 
exercise of his powers during his 
absence to his brother, the Prince 
Unkoo Abdulrahman, The govern- 
ment long maintained a flotilla, in 
conjunction with our own, for the 
suppression of piracy in the narrow 
seas of their respective possessions ; 
and some years ago the Turnon- 
gong's father was presented by the 
government of India with a sword, 
in acknowledgment of the services 
he had rendered in suppressing 
piracy. 

JOINVILLE (Prince be), Fran- 
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gOIS - EEEDINA3SrD-PHILIPPE - LOUIS- 

Maeie-d^Orlean’s^ soil of the late 
Louis-Philippe, Inng of the Prench, 
was born at Nenillyj Ang. 14, ISIS 
Soon after his father’s accession to 
the throne in 1830, he began his 
naval studies, was sent to sea at 
the age of thirteen, received, like 
his brothers, the Dukes of Orleans, 
ISTemours, and Aumale, a liberal 
education in the public colleges of 
France, and passed a brilliant exa- 
mination at Brest. From that time 
he devoted himself entirely to his 
profession, and became a great 
favourite with the French navy. 
The ordinary hard work of the 
service was not sufficient to satisfy 
his ardent desire to distinguish 
himself. Being with the Mediter- 
ranean squadron in 1837, he dis- 
embarked and rode up to Constan- 
tine, in the hope of taking part in 
the storming of that stronghold, 
but arrived 3 ust too late. Ifot long 
afterwards he received the com- 
mand of the corvette Creole, and 
joining the fleet of Admiral Bau- 
din, was intrusted with the difficult 
mission of obtaining reparation from 
the Mexican government. The Cre- 
ole took a prominent part in the 
bombardment of St. Juan d’Dlloa, 
and at Yera Cruz the Prince, at 
the head of the storming paii;y, 
was the first to enter the gates, 
under a heavy fire, and was only 
saved from certain death by the 
devotion of one of his officers. In 
1841 he was selected by the king to 
command La Belle Poule frigate, 
charged with the service of convey- 
ing to France the body of the 
emperor Napoleon, and he married, 
at Eio Janeiro, May 1, 1843, Donna 
Francisca de Braganza, sister of 
Don Pedro II., emperor of Brazil. 
Becoming Bear-Admiral, he took 
part in the sittings of the Admi- 
ralty, and the French navy is 
deeply indebted to him for the 
manner in which he helped to solve 
the great question of the adapta- 
tion of steam to vessels of war, in 
1846. When war broke out between 


France and Morocco he commanded 
a squadron, with which he bom- 
barded Tangiers and took Mogador. 
After this decisive expedition he 
was raised to the rank of Yice- 
Admiral. Being almost always on 
active service, the Prince de Join- 
viHe was ia Algiers with his brother 
the Due d’ Aumale when the revolu- 
tion of Feb , 1848, overthrew the 
constitutional monarchy. Eesolving 
to share the misfortunes of their 
family, the two brothers sought 
refuge in England, and joined Emg 
Louis Philippe at Claremont. The 
Prmce distmguished himself by 
actively aiding in the rescue of 
many of the passengers and crew 
of the ship Ocean Monarch, when 
burning off Southampton, Aug. 24, 
1848. Driven suddenly fiom a 
brilliant position into idie narrow 
limits of private life, he accepted 
his new situation with simplicity 
and dignity, and remaining at hearb 
a French sailor, endeavoured to 
render himself useful to the navy 
of bis country by his pen, if not by 
his sword. He had already, in 1844, 
begun publishing in the Revue des 
JDeux Mondes his studies on the 
French navy. One of his articles, 
published in 1866, was a compara- 
tive review of the fleets of the 
Dnited States and of Prance, and 
excited much attention at the time. 
Happening to be in the United 
States about a twelvemonth after 
the breaking out of the civil war, 
he accompanied his nephews, the 
Comte de Paris and the Due de 
Chartres, to the camp of Gen. 
McClellan, with whose staff he 
witnessed the principal actions of 
the Yirginian campaign of 1862, 
and gave an account of these events 
in a well-written and impartial 
article, published in the Revue des 
JDeux Mondes of 1863, which shows 
that his knowledge and capacity 
are far from being confined to that 
service of which he is a distin- 
guished ornament. After the down- 
fall of the Napoleomc dynasty, he 
went back to France with the other 
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Oiieanist princes He and the 
Due d'Aumale took their seats in 
the national Assemhlyj Dec. 19^ 
1871. 

J6k;a!i!, Maitbtts, the most pro- 
ductive and genial of Hungarian 
novelists^ was bom Feb 19^ 1825, 
at Komom. His father was an 
advocate, of good and ancient 
family, and a strict Calvmist, so 
that his son was puritanically 
brought up, until his twelfth year, 
when he was left an orphan. 
During two years before Ins father^’s 
death he had been learning Q-er- 
man at Presburg, but he was now 
left to teach himself, until in 18<1<0 
he went to the High School at 
P4pa, and in 1842 to that of Kecske- 
met, at both having the Hungarian 
poet Alexander Petofi as his school- 
fellow. In 1844 he went to Pesth, 
where he was articled to an advo- 
cate, and obtained his diploma, of 
which, however, he never availed 
himself; for, in 1846, he was al- 
ready editor of the then very fa- 
mous Wochenhlatt In 1848 he 
proclaimed the " Twelve Points of 
Pesth,” and in the same year he 
married Eosa Laborfalvi, the 
greatest of Hungarian tragedians 
In 1849 he followed the Hungarian 
government to Debreczin, where he 
edited the AhendhlaUerj and was 
present at the capitulation of Til- 
lages, Aug. 28. To escape bemg 
made prisoner, he resolved on sui- 
cide, but was hindered by the 
fortunate arrival of his wife from 
Pesth. She had converted all her 
jewels into gold, and the pair found 
their way on foot through the 
Eussian army, reached a safe 
hiding-place in the wood of Bukk, 
and at last got safe to Pesth. Ten 
years followed, during which Hun- 
garian literature became well nigh 
extinct. Almost alone this young 
m a n created a new one, and smee 
political 30ui‘nalism was impracti- 
cable he betook himself to fiction. 
He has published in 160 vols. 25 
romances of sevei’al vols each, 320 
novelettes, and six dramas, of which 


more than half a million copies 
have been sold amongst six millions 
of Magyars, besides translations 
into various languages. Amongst 
his most popular romances are, 
"The G-ood Old Assessors,” "A 
Hungarian Nabob,” and its con- 
tinuation, entitled "Zoltan Kar- 
pathy,” " Sad Times,” " Oceania,” 
"The White Eose,” "The Accursed 
Family,” "Transylvania's Golden 
Age,” "The Turks in Himgary,” 
" The Last Days of the Janissaries 
in 1820,” " Poor Eich Men,” " The 
World turned Dpsidedown,” "Mad- 
house Management,” "The New 
Landlord” (translated into English 
by A. Patterson, London, 1865), and 
"The Eomance of the Next Cen- 
tury” In 1863 Jokai established, 
as an organ of the Left, the Eon 
(Fatherland), the most widely dif- 
fused Hungarian 30urnal. 

JOMINI, Baron Alexander db, 
a Eussian statesman, son of the 
celebrated tactician, began his 
diplomatic career in 1835. He took 
part, in 187 1, as Plenipotentiary of 
Eussia, m the Brussels conference 
for lessening the horrors of war. 
In 1875, during the a})sence of 
Prince Gortschakofi, Baron Jommi 
directed, ad interim, the Ministry of 
Foreign Afiairs. During the last 
war with Turkey in 1877 he 
accompanied Prince GortschakofP 
to Bucharest, and in 1879 the 
management of the Ministry again 
devolved upon him in the absence 
of its chief, M. de Giers. In April, 
1882, he was promoted to the rank 
of Secretary of State. Baron Jommi 
IS generally credited with ^eat 
influence over the Eussian diplo- 
matic and semi-official Press , and 
any important article on Eussia's 
foreign relations in the French 
Journal de St. Pdtersbourg is attri- 
buted to his inspiration. 

JONES, The Eight Eev. Llew- 
ellyn, D.D., Bishop of Newfound- 
land, was educated at Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge (B.A , 1862; M.A , 
1866; D.D , guro digniiatis, 1878). 
He was cimate of Bromsgrove, Wor- 
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cestershire, from 1864 to 1874j when 
he became Yicar of Little Hereford^ 
iiear Tenbury. Being nominated 
by the Crown to the see of New- 
fonndland, he was consecrated in 
St Paulas Cathedral, May 1, 1878. 

JONES, Mobbis ChableSjE S A , 
was born in Montgomeryshire, May 
9, 1819, and educated at Bruce 
Castle School, Tottenham. He is 
the author of numerous genealogi- 
cal and antiquarian articles and 
privately printed pamphlets, and 
of ‘^The Abbey of Yalle Crucis. its 
Origm and Foundation Charter," 
1866 ; and The Feudal Barons 
of Powys," 1868. He is the 
founder and chief supporter of the 
Powysland Club, an archaeological 
society for Montgomeryshire, and 
also of the Powysland Museum and 
Library connected therewith. He 
has devoted much time to the illus- 
tration of the archaeology and his- 
tory of his native couhty, and since 
1867 has been the editor of The 
Montgomeryshire Collections," is- 
sued % the Powysland Club, which 
contam elaborate and useful con- 
tributions to local topography and 
history, and afford complete and 
extensive materials for the history 
of the county of Montgomery. In 
1876 his archaeological services were 
acknowledged by a testimonial 
raised by public subscriptions, 
which were devoted chiefly to the 
purchase of a fine life-size bronze 
group, representing a scene in 
Welsh history, which, at his re- 
quest, was pl^ed in the Powys- 
land Museum. 

JONES, Thomas Whabtoh, 
F.R.S., physiologist, son of the late 
Bichard Jones, Esq., of Her Ma- 
jesty's Customs for Scotland, born 
at St. Andrews in ISOS, was edu- 
cated at the University of Edin- 
burgh, and afterwards visited the 
principal continental universities. 
Descended out of Shropshire, Buck- 
inghamshire, and Essex, he settled 
in London (his father’s native 
place) in 1838, and entered upon 
the practice of his profession. He 


is a Fellow of the Eoyal College of 
Sui’geons, and has been Lecturer 
on Physiology at the Charmg-Cross 
Hospital, FuUerian Professor of 
Physiology in the Eoyal Institution 
of G-reat Britain, and Professor of 
Ophthalmic Medicine and Surgery 
m University College, London, and 
Ophthalmic Surgeon to the Hos- 
pital. He has now retired and 
taken up his residence at Yentnor, 
I. W He has written a treatise 
on the Principles and Practice of 
Ophthalmic Medicine and Surgery j 
the Astley Cooper Prize Essay on 
Inflammation (1850) : the Actonian 
Prize Essay on the Wisdom and 
Beneficence of the Almighty as 
displayed in the Sense of Yision 
(1851) ; The Physiology and Phi- 
losophy of Body, Sense, and Mind,” 
and Failme of Sight from Bail- 
way and other In3uries of the Spine 
and Head, its Nature and Treat- 
ment" (1869). He is the author 
of various physiological discoveries, 
recorded m the Philosophical 
Transactions and elsewhere : in 
particular, the facts discovered by 
Mr. Wharton Jones relating to the 
mechamsm of the extreme vessels 
and the course of the blood m them 
have greatly elucidated the phe- 
nomena of the inflammatory pro- 
cess — a subject in regard to which 
extraordinary errors are still cur- 
rent. He is a Foreign Member of 
the Medical Societies of Yienna and 
Copenhagen, and of the Societe de 
Biologie of Paris. Mr. Wharton 
Jones edited for the Camden So- 
ciety, in 1872, the Life and Death 
of his ancestral kmsman. Bishop 
Bedell, of Kilmore, who perished 
m the Irish Bebellion of 1641 j and 
in 1876 published a volume showing 
the Darwiman doctrine of evolu- 
tion to be unsanetioned by science. 

JONES, The Bight Bev. Wil- 
liam Basil Tickell, D D., Bishop 
of St David’s, the eldest son of 
the late William Tilsey Jones, Esq , 
of Gwynfryn, Cardiganshire, by 
Jane, daughter of the late Henry 
Tickell, Esq., of Leytonstone, Essex, 
rp rp ;2 
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was ‘bom in 1822. He was educated 
at ShrewsToury School under Dr. 
Butler and Dr. Kennedy^ and he 
was thence elected, in 1840, to a 
Scholarship at Trinity College, 
Oxford, where he obtained the 
Ireland University Scholarship in 
1842, and took his B A. degree 
with second-class honours in 
classics in 1844 Subsequently he 
held a Michel Eellowship at Queen^s 
College, and a Eellowship at Uni- 
versity College. He became tutor 
of the latter College in 1854, and 
held various University offices. 
He became a Prebendary of St. 
David^s in 1859 ; incumbent of 
Haxby, Torkshire; a Prebendary 
of York in 1863 j Vicar of Bishops- 
thorpe in 1865 ; Archdeacon of the 
West Biding in 1867 5 and Chan- 
cellor of the diocese of York in 
1871. Eor many years he was 
Examining Chaplain to the Arch- 
bishop of York, The Queen nomi- 
nated him to the bishopric of St. 
David^s when the see was vacated 
by resignation of Dr. ThirlwaU, 
and he was accordingly consecrated 
in Westminster Abbey, Aug. 24, 
1874. He has written Vestiges 
of G-ael in Gwynedd,” 1851 j 
jointly with Mr. E. A. Freeman, 
^‘‘The History and Antiquities of 
St. David^s,” 1856 ; " Notes on the 
(Edipus Tyrannus of Sophocles,” 
1862 ; jomtly with Archdeacon 
Churton, "The New Testament, 
illustrated and annotated, with 
a plain commentary for private and 
family readmg,” 1864 ; " The Peace 
of God* Sermons on the Eecon- 
ciliation of God and Man,” 1869; 
various pamphlets and single ser- 
mons, and several papers and 
reviews in literary and antiquarian 
periodicals. The Bishop is married 
to Frances Charlotte, younger 
daughter of the late Bev. Samuel 
Holworthy, rector of Croxall, 
Derbyshire. 

JOULE, James Prescott, F.B.S., 
was born at Salford, Dec. 24, 1818, 
and educated at home. He is the 
discoverer of the laws of the evolu- 


tion of heat, and of the induction 
of magnetism by electric currents. 
He is the ^scoverer of the 
mechanical equivalent of heat, and 
the originator of the Kinetic theory 
of gases. In 1850 the Boyal Society 
presentedhimwith the Boyalmedal, 
and in 1870 with their Copley 
medal, for his experimental re- 
searches on the dynamical theory 
of heat. The honorary degree of 
LL.D. was presented to him by the 
Universities of Dublin and Edin- 
burgh in 1857 and 1871, and the 
honorary degree of D.C.L by the 
University of Oxford in 1866. He 
is honorary F.B.S E. and honorary 
F.C.P.S , Associate of the Boyal 
Damsh Academy, of the Boyal 
Academy of Turin, and of the 
American Academy of Arts and 
Science, Corresponding Member of 
the Academy of Sciences, Pans, 
and of the Institute of Bologna. 
In 1878 he received a Civil List 
pension of .£200, in reco^tion of 
his eminent scientific achievements 
and valuable discoveries, including 
the application of the principle of 
the mechanical equivalent of heat. 

JOWETT, The Bev. Benjamin, 
M.A., was born at Camberwell in 
1817. His father, who died at 
Tenby in 1859, was the author of 
a metrical version of the Psalms of 
David. He was educated at St. 
Paulas School; was elected to a 
Scholarship at Bahol College, 
Oxford, in 1835, and to a Fellow- 
ship in 1838. He was tutor of 
Bahol College from 1842 to 1870, 
and in the discharge of that office 
he gained the regard of many 
pupils and friends. He was ap- 
pointed to the Begins Professorship 
of Greek on the recommendation 
of Lord Palmerston, in 1855, 
having, in 1853, been member of 
a commission which had under its 
consideration the mode of admis- 
sion by examination to writerships 
in the Indian civil service, and of 
which the late Lord Macaulay was 
chairman. Professor Jowett has 
written a Commentary on the 
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Epistles of St. Paul to the Thessa- 
louians, Gralatians, and Eomans^ 
published in 1855^ 2nd ed. 1858, 
and contributed an essay on the 
Interpretation of Scripture to 
"Essays and Eeviews."’^ In 1870 
he was elected Master of Baliol 
College, and in 1871 pubhshed a 
translation of the "Dialogues of 
Plato/' in 4 vols , with introduc- 
tion, 2nd ed. in 5 vols. 1875. The 
honorary degree of LL.D. was con- 
ferred upon him by the University 
of Leyden in Eeb. 1875. In 1881 
he published a translation of Thucy- 
dides, with notes, in 2 vols. He 
was elected Vice-Chancellor of the 
University for the academical year, 
1882-3. 

JUSTE, Theodore, a popular 
Belgian author, whose elucidations 
of the history of his native country 
are well-lmown in England, was 
born at Brussels in 1818, and be- 
came successively Secretary of the 
Central Commission of Instruction, 
a member of the Belgian Archaeo- 
logical Academy, and Keeper of 
the Eoyal Museum of Artillery. 
Besides contributing extensively 
to journals and reviews, M. Juste 
has published the following works 
in Illustration of the hi^ory of 
Prance and of the Low Countries : — 
" BDistoire Elementaire et Populaire 
de la Belgique," 1838, 3rd edit. 
1848 ; Histoire Populaire de la 
Eevolution Pran^aise," 1839 ; " Un 
Tour en HoUande," 1839 ; "IQstoire 
du Consulat et de TEmpire," 1840; 

Essai sur I'Hastoire de Tlnstruc- 
tion Pubhque en Belgique," 1844 ;

KAPPEAEIA, Bishop op. (See 
Callaway, Dr.) 

IT ALAKAJS FA, David, King of 
the Sandwich or Hawaiian Islands, 
bom about 1838. He belongs to 
one of the highest families in the 
islands. "When King Kame- 
hameha V. died in 1872, there were 
two candidates for the vacant 
throne, David Kalakana and Wil- 
liam Lunalilo ; the latter was 
elected by a plebiscitum, which 
was confirmed by the Legislature. 
Lunalilo died within a twelvemonth, 
and Kalakana again put forward 
his claims. A Legislature, specially 
convened for the purpose, elected 
him in Peb. 1874 ; but the validity 
of this election was contested by 
Queen Emma, widow of Kame- 
hameha IV., who died in 1863. 
Queen Emma is the daughter of a 
native chief by an Englishwoman, 
and was adopted by Dr. Eooke, an 
English physician on the islands, 
and, before her marriage with 
Kamehameha, was known as Emma 
Eooke. The dispute threatened to 
result in a civil war, the adherents

of Emma h.oping that the British 
Government would refuse to 
aohnowledge Kalatana^ who was 
presumed to be hostile to European 
influence in the islands ; but in 
JunOj 1874j Queen Victoria sent a 
letter to Ealakana^ congratulatmg 
him upon his accession, and his 
right was then admitted. In the 
autumn of 1874 he decided to visit 
America and Europe, and the 
United States Government de- 
spatched a steam frigate to convey 
him to San Francisco, where he 
arrived Nov. 28. King Kalakana 
is well-educated, of exemplary 
habits and dignified manners, and 
speaks English with fluency. 

KALISGH, MAKCirs,PH.B.,M.A., 
was born of Jewish parents at Trep- 
ton, Pomerania, Prussia, May 16, 
1828. He was educated at Berlin, 
first in the Grammar School of 
the ‘■^Graue KLoster,” under Br. 
Kibbeck, and then at the Univer- 
sity, where he studied classical 
philology under Boecbh and Lach- 
mann, and the Semitic languages 
and Biblical sciences under Peter- 
mann,Benary,Hengstenberg,Y atke, 
and others ; besides devotmg him- 
self to Talmudical literature, both 
privately and in the Eabbinieal 
College. He took degrees in these 
various branches in 1848, both at 
Berlin and Halle. Early in 1849 
he left Prussia in consequence of 
the political commotion which at 
that time disturbed the country, 
and settled in England. Here he 
contributed at first both to English 
and continental periodicals, deli- 
vered lectures on secular and 
theological subjects, and filled the 
post of Secretary to the Chief Rabbi j 
but he soon concentrated his whole 
attention upon the preparation of 
a critical Commentary on the Old 
Testament. In this undertaking he 
was supported by the Eothschild 
family, who secured for him the 
leisure necessary for so laborious 
an enterprise, and with whom, 
since 1850, he has been in the most 
intimate relations . The first volume 


appeared m 1855, under the title 
of " A Historical and Critical Com 
mentary on the Old Testament 
with a new Translation. Exodus 
The second volume, Genesis,^' 
followed m 1858 ; the third, Levi- 
ticus, Part I., contaming Chapters 
I.toX , vuth Treatises on Sacrifices 
and the Hebrew Priesthood,^^ in 
1867 ; the fourth, Leviticus, 
Part II., containing Chapters XI. 
to XXVII., with Treatises,” in 
1872. In the interval between the 
appearance of the second and third 
volumes Br Kalisch wrote a Hebrew 
Grammar. A severe illness con- 
tracted towards the end of 1872 
interrupted his labours, but a par- 
tial recovery enabled him to resume 
them in 1876, at least to some 
extent, and in 1877 he published 
the first Part of a new work of 

Bible Studies,” commenting on 
"The Prophecies of Balaam;” in 
1878 a second Part, containing 
"The Book of Jonah,” preceded by 
a Treatise on the Hebrew and the 
Stranger;” and in 1880 a more 
comprehensive work, "Path and 
Goal, a Biscussion on the Elements 
of Civilization and the Conditions 
of Happiness.” 

KANE, Sib Eobbbt, M.B., born 
in Bublin in 1810, where his father 
was a manufacturing chemist, was 
educated for the medical profession, 
and commenced his studies at the 
Meath Hospital, of which he became 
the clinical clerk. In 1830 he ob- 
tained the prize offered by Br. 
Graves for the best essay on the 
Pathological Condition of the 
Fluids in Typhus Fever. Mr. 
Kane became a licentiate in 1832, 
and was elected a Fellow of the 
King and Queen's College of Physi- 
cians in Ireland in 1841, having 
been previously appointed Professor 
of Chemistry to the Apothecaries' 
Hall, of whose board he was for 
many years a leading examiner. 
He resigned his professorship in 
1845, and was succeeded by Br. 
Aldridge. In 1832 he projected 
the Dvhlin Journal of Medical 
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Science, confined in tlie first in- 
stance to chemisty and pharmacy 
and afterwards extended to prac- 
tical medicine His direct connec- 
tion with that journal ceased in 
1834 He held the appointment of 
Professor of Natural Philosophy to 
the Eoyal Dublin Society^ from 
1844 till 1847j and in the latter 
year the Eoyal Academy awarded 
him the Cunningham gold medal 
for his discoveries in chemistry 
He had been a member of the 
Eoyal Irish Academy from 1832, 
was placed upon its council in 1841, 
and was afterwards elected its 
secretary, an ofSce which he con- 
tmued to fill until he received the 
appointment of President of the 
Queen^s College of Cork He had 
presented, in 1840, to the Eoyal 
Society of London, some researches 
on the colouring matter of the 
hchens, which were subsequently 
published in the Philosophical 
Transactions, and for which he re- 
ceived the royal medal. In 1843 
he delivered a series of lectures on 
the different sources of industry 
which exist in Ireland. In 1846 
the measures recommended by him 
for the formation of a Museum of 
Industry in Ireland were carried 
out, the Museum in St. Stephens 
Green was created, and he was ap- 
pointed Director, the Ordnance 
zoological and mineral collection of 
Mountjoy being removed to it. Dr. 
Kane's most extensive work, “ The 
Elements of Chemistry," appeared 
in 1842 ; and the Industrial Ee- 
sources of Ireland" in 1844. Dr. 
Kane was, in 1845, appointed, in 
conjunction with Professors Lind- 
ley and Playfair, to examine into 
the cause and means of preventing 
the potato blight. In 1846 he re- 
ceived the honour of knighthood, 
and was appointed one of the Irish 
Eelief Commissioners. He resigned 
the Presidency of Queen's College, 
Cork, in 1864. 

K A E E, Jean Baptists Al- 
phonse, author, born at Paris, 
Nov, 24, 1808, received his first in- 


structions fiom his father, and 
afterwards entered the College 
Bouibon, in which he became a 
teacher A copy of verses which 
he sent to the satirical journal 
Figaro mtroduced him to liteiary 
life. Having been disappointed m 
love, he, in 1832, published a novel 
written in his youth, — ‘^'Sous les 
Tilleuls," a mHange of irony and 
sentiment, of good sense and 
triflmg, which at once made him 
popular. Hne Heure trop Tard " 
appeared in 1833 , " Y endredi Soir," 
in 1835; "Le Chemin le plus 
Court," in 1836 , Einerley " and 
"Genevieve" in 1S3S, and "Voyage 
autour de mon Jardin," in 1845, 
followed by numerous other works 
In 1839 he became editor-in-chief of 
Figaro ; and the same year founded 
Les Gwepes, a monthly satirical 
journal, which had a remarkable 
success. After the revolution of 
1848, M Karr, disgusted with poli- 
tical life, retired to Nice, and still 
writes occasionally in the Revue des 
Deim Mondes and other periodicals 
His chief occupation, however, is 
horticulture on a large scale The 
publication of a complete edition 
of this author’s works commenced 
at Paris in 1860. He was made 
Chevalier of the Legion of Honour, 
April 25, 1845. His daughter, 
Mdlle. Therese Karr, has written 
"Les Soirees Germaniques offertes 
^ la Jeunesse," pubKsh^ in 1860; 
"Les Huit Grandes Epoques de 
I'Eistoire de France," in 1861; 
" Centre un Proverbe,” and " Dieu 
et ses Dons," in 1864; and other 
works 

KAT, The Hon. Sir Edward 
Ebenezer, Judge of the High 
Court of Justice, was born July 2, 
1822, at Meadoweroft, near Eoeh- 
dale, being a son of Eobert Kay, 
Esq , and Hannah his wife. He is 
a brother of Sir James Kay Shut- 
tleworth, Bart., late Secretary of 
the Committee of Council on Edu- 
cation, and of the late Joseph Kay, 
Esq., Q.C , Judge of the Manchester 
1 and Salford Palatine Court. He 
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was educated at Trmity College^ 
Cambridge, where he graduated 
B.A in 184.4, and M.A. in 1847. 
Having resolved to adopt the legal 
profession, he read in the chambers 
of the late G-eorge Lake Bussell, 
Esq., and was called to the bar at 
Lincoln's Inn in Trinity term, 
1847. He became authorized re- 
porter in the court of Lord Hath 
erley, then Vice-Chancellor Wood, 
and published ""Kay’s Beports" 
and a part of ""Kay and Johnson’s 
Beports ” He obtained the honour 
of a silk gown in 1866, and prac- 
tised as a Queen’s Counsel in the 
Court presided over successively by 
Vice-Chancellor Wood, Vice-Chan- 
cellor Giffard, Vice-Chancellor 
James, and Vice-Chancellor Bacon 
In April, 1878, he relinquished the 
leadership of that Court, and con- 
lined his practice thenceforward to 
the House of Lords and special 
business. He was appointed a 
Judge of the Supreme Court, 
March 30, 1881, on the resignation 
of Vice-Chancellor (afterwards Sir 
Biehard) MaHns, and shortly after- 
wards he was knighted by the 
Queen at Windsor. Sir E. E. Kay 
is a magistrate for Norfolk, in 
which county he owns the estate of 
Thorpe Abbotts, near Scole. He 
married in 1850 Miss Mary French, 
daughter of the late Bev. William 
French, D D., Master of Jesus Col- 
lege, Cambridge, and Canon of 
Ely. 

KATSEBLING, M., born in 
Hanover (Germany), June 17, 1829, 
was educated there and at the Uni- 
versity of Berlin. He was ap- 
pointed by the Government of 
Aargau, in 1861, Babbi of the Swiss 
Jews, and in Sept., 1870, Babbi 
and Preacher of the Jewish Com- 
munity in Pesth, Hungary In 
1861, he married a daughter of the 
celebrated Dr. Ludwig Philippson. 
Dr. Kayserling is the author of 
""Sephardim: Bomanische Poesien 
der Juden in Spanien,” Leipzig, 
1859, ""Ein Feiertag in Madrid, 
zur Geschichte der Spanisch-Por- 


tugiesischen Juden , ” "" Geschichte 
der Juden in Spanien und Portu- 
gal,” 1859-61 ; "" Menasse Ben Israel, 
sein Leben und Wirken,” Berlin, 
1867, ""Geschichte dei Juden in 
England,” Berlin, 1861 , "" Der 
Dichter Ephraim Kuh, ein Beitrag 
zur Geschichte der Deutschen 
Literatur,” Berlin, 1867 ; ""Moses 
Mendelssohn, sein Leben und Wir- 
ken,” Leipzig, 1862 ; "" Zum Sieges- 
feste, Dankpredigt, und Danklieder 
von M. Mendelssohn,” Berlin, 1866 , 
""Die Bituale Schlachtfrage oder 
ist Thierqualerei,” Aarau, 1867 , 
""Schlachten Bibliothek Judiseher 
Kanzelredner,” 1 Jahrg, Berlm, 
1870, 2 Jahrg 1871 (to be con- 
tinued) . He also published a volume 
of Sketches of Distinguished Jewish 
Women; a biographical work on 
Jewish diplomatists and statesmen ; 
several series of historical and lite- 
rary articles in the Deutsche Museum 
of Prutz, FranTceVs MonaisschHft, 
Jahrluch fur Israeliten in Wien, 
Stemschneider's Hehr., BilUogm- 
and some Sermons. 

KEATING, The Bight. Hon. 
Sir Henry Singer, third son of 
the late Lieut. -Gen. Sir H. S. 
Keating, K.C.B., born near Dublm 
in 1804, was educated at Trinity 
College, Dublin, where he gradu- 
ated M A. ; was called to the bar 
at the Inner Temple in 1832, and 
in 1834 went the Oxford circuit (of 
which he became leader after Ser- 
jeant Talfourd’s elevation to the 
bench). He became a Q.C. and 
Bencher of the Inner Temple in 
1849, in which year he edited 
jointly with Mr. (afterwards Mr. 
Justice) Willes, that great legal 
work, "" Smith’s Leading Cases.” 
Mr, Keating was returned at the 
general election of 1852, one of the 
members for Beading, as a Liberal 
in favour of vote by ballot and an 
extension of the suffrage, and op- 
posed to the Maynooth grant and 
church-rates. On the resignation 
of Mr. Stuart Wortley in 1857, he 
was appointed Solicitor-General, 
and received the honour of knight- 
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hoodj in 1859 was appointed a 
second time Solicitor-G-eneralj and 
in Dec of the same year succeeded 
Mr. Justice Crowder as Judge of 
the Common Pleas SirH Keating 
carried a very useful measure, 
known by his name, The Bills of 
Exchange Act,'" 18 & 19 Yict. c. 67, 
enabling holders of bills and notes, 
when there was no real defence, to 
get judgment summarily. He re- 
signed his judgeship, Eeb. 1, 1875, 
and on his retirement was sworn a 
member of the Privy Council, 
KEELET, Mbs., widow of Mr. 
Eobert Keeley, the popular come- 
dian (who died in 1869) was born 
at Ipswich in 1806, acquired repu- 
tation as an actress as Miss Q-oward, 
and made her jSrst appearance in 
London at the Lyceum m 1825, as 
Eosina, in the opera of that name, 
and Little Pickle. Mrs. Keeley 
acquired great fame by her render- 
ing of the characters of Smike, 
Mrs. Peerybingle, and Clemency 
Hewcome, in stage adaptations of 
Mr. Dickenses novels, "Hicholas 
Nickleby,'' "^The Cricket on the 
Hearth,’" and "The Battle of 
Life."" 

KELLOQ-G-, Clara Louisa, born 
at Sumterville, South Carolina, 
July, 1842. In 1843 her parents 
returned with her to Connecticut, 
where they remained until 1856, 
when they went to New York. At 
an early age she gave evidence of 
musical talent, and after some years 
of careful study made her first ap- 
pearance at the Academy of Music 
in New York in 1860. After four 
more years of study, she appeared 
as Marguerite in G-ounod"s " Eaust,"" 
in the season of 1864-5, when she 
vindicated her title to be regarded 
as one of the best artists of her 
time. Her success was not less 
complete m "Crispino,"" as "Linda 
di Chamounix,"" in the Barber of 
Seville,"" " La Sonnambula,"" " Lucia 
di Lammermoor,"" and other operas, 
within the next two years. On Nov. 
2, 1867, she made a successful d4but 
in London as Marguerite in 


" Eaust."" She returned to the 
United States in 1868. In 1872 she 
again visited England, appearing 
at the Drury Lane Opera. In the 
winter of 1873-74 she organized a 
company, and has since that time 
appeared in English operas and 
concerts in the prmcipal cities of 
the United States. 

KEMBALL, G-enebal Sib Ar- 
nold Bureowes, K.C.B., K.C.S.I.j 
born in 1818, was educated for his 
profession at Addiscombe, and re- 
ceived his first commission as se- 
cond lieutenant in the Bombay 
Artillery, Dec. 11, 1837. His bat- 
tery formed part of the Army of 
the Indus under Lord Keane, and 
with it he served in the first cam- 
paign m Afghanistan, 1838-9, in- 
cluding the siege and storming of 
Ghuznee and subsequent occupa- 
tion of Cabul, for which he received 
the medal, ffis real field of utility, 
however, was determined by his 
appointment as Assistant Political 
Eesident in the Persian Gulf m 
1842, where he was employed m 
various political duties for 28 years, 
and acquired a special and valuable 
experience of Turkish and Persian 
affairs, and mastery of the Turkish, 
Persian, and Arabic languages. He 
was made Political Eesident in the 
Persian Gulf in 1852, and Consul- 
General at Bagdad, and Pohtical 
Agent m Tui’kish Arabia m 1855, 
after having acted in both capaci- 
ties at various times during the 
absences of previous incumbents. 
He took part in the Persian Ex- 
pedition in 1857, under Sir James 
Outram, and was present at the 
capture of Mohumrah and subse- 
quent operations in the field. He 
was specially mentioned several 
times in the despatches of both the 
General and the Commodore, com- 
manding the land and sea forces, 
for his valuable assistance, advice, 
and gallantry. Lord Cannmg, in 
his notification of June 18, 1857, 
publicly thanked him for his zealous 
services, "afforded on every occa- 
sion of difficulty and danger, and 
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especially in the brilliant expedi- 
tion against Ahwas/^ For his ser- 
Tices in the Persian War, Captain 
Kemball was rewarded with the 
medal and clasp, a Brevet Majority, 
and the C.B. In 1866 he was nomi- 
nated to the second class of the 
Star of India, and in 1874 was pro- 
moted to Greneral Officer's rank, 
antedated to March, 1868. Sir 
Arnold was selected to attend upon 
the Shah during that potentate's 
visit to England in 1873 ; and from 
April, 1875^, he was employed on 
the Turko-Persian Boundary Com- 
mission until the summer of 1876, 
when he was sent as British Com- 
missioner to the Turkish Army, and 
accompanied Abdul-Kezim through 
the Servian Campaign. He was 
promoted to the brevet rank of 
liieutenant-Q-eneral in Oct. 1877 j 
was created a K.C.B. July 29, 1878 j 
and attained the rank of G-eneral 
in 1880. 

KEMBLE, Fbanoes Anne, 
daughter of Charles Kemble, and 
niece of Mrs. Siddons, born in 
Newman Street, London, November 
27, 1809. She made her first ap- 
pearance, Oct. 6, 1829, as Juliet, at 
Covent Oarden Theatre, then imder 
the management of her father. 

Venice Preserved" was revived 
Bee 9, in that year, for the pur- 
pose of introducing her as Belvi- 
dera ; and she sustained the parts 
of the Grrecian Daughter, Mrs. 
Beverley, Portia, Isabella, Lady 
Townley, Calista, Bianca, Beatrice, 
Constance, Lady Teazle, Queen 
Catherine, Louise of Savoy in 
Francis I Lady Macbeth, and 
Julia in the "Hunchback." The 
three years during which she re- 
trieved the fortunes of her family, 
were marked by the production of 
" Francis I.,” a tragedy written by 
herself at seventeen In 1832 she 
visited America, and, with her 
father, performed with great suc- 
cess at the principal theatres of the 
United States. An account of 
these wanderings is given in her 
"Journal of a Besidence in 


America" (1835). At this period 
she became the wife of Mr Pioree 
Butler, a planter of South Caro- 
lina, from whom she obtained a 
divorce in 1839 She resumed her 
maiden name, and retired to Lenox, 
Massachusetts, where she resided, 
with the exception of a year spent 
in Italy, for nearly twenty years. 
Besides translations from Schiller 
and others, she has also published 
" The Star of Seville " (1837) j a 
volume of "Poems" (1812), "A 
Year of Consolation " (1847) , 

"Besidence on a Georgia ITanta- 
tion " (1863) ; " Becords of a Girl- 
hood," 3 vols. (1878) , "Becords of 
Later Life," 2 vols. (1882) ; and 
has appeared at intervals as a pub- 
hc reader From 1869 to 1873 she 
was in Europe. She then returned 
to America, and has since resided 
near Philadelphia. In 1876-7 she 
contributed to the Atlantic Monthly 
a> series of papers giving some 
reminiscences of her early years. 

KEMPE, The Bbv. John En- 
WAHD, M.A., son of A. J. Kempe, 
Esq., F.S.A., a distinguished anti- 
quary, was born March 9, 1810, 
educated at St Paul's School and 
Clare College, Cambridge, where 
he graduated B.A in 1833 as a 
senior optime, and first class in 
classics; and M.A in 1837. He 
was appointed Curate of Tavistock, 
Devon, in 1833, and elected a Fel- 
low of his college in 1841. He 
became Curate of Barnet, Herts, in 
1844 ; Incumbent of St. John's, 
St. Pancras, on the presentation of 
Bishop Blomfield, in 1846; of St. 
Barnabas, Kensington, in 1848 , and 
Bector of St James's, Piccadilly, 
on the presentation of Lord Aber- 
deen, as Premier, in 1853 In 1861 
he was appointed by Bishop Tait 
to the Prebendal stall of Chamber- 
lainewood, in St Paul's; in 1864 
he became one of her Majesty's 
chaplains, and in 1868 he was 
elected one of the Proctors in Con- 
vocation for London, being re- 
elected in 1874. In 1880 he re- 
tired from Convocation. He is a 
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Kural Dean of tlie diocese. Mr. 
Kempe lias published lectures on 
the Book of Job, and on Elijah j 
occasional sermons, and prefaces to 
lectures delivered in St. Jameses 
Church on "The Dse and Abuse 
of the World,” "Companions for 
the Devout Life,” and "Classic 
Preachers of the English Church.” 
These lectures, preached for several 
successive years at the Simday 
afternoon services of St. James's, 
during the London season, have 
attracted great interest and atten- 
tion. Durmg Mr. Eempe's incum- 
bency of St. James's, considerable 
additions have been made to the 
church accommodation of the parish, 
and large sums have been raised 
for this purpose, and for the endow- 
ment of the daughter churches. 
The subdivision of the parish into 
district parishes has been the lead- 
ing feature of Mr. Kempe's admin- 
istration He is considered to have 
rendered great service to the Ang- 
hcan Chui’ch in general, and espe- 
cially to its cause in London, by 
having established, and conducted 
as President, for many years, 
monthly conferences, at which 
clergy and laity meet for the dis- 
cussion of Church questions. It 
might not be too much to say that 
to these conferences may be traced 
much of the impulse which has 
given rise to Church Congresses, 
Diocesan Synods, and other gather- 
ings of Churchmen for the inter- 
change of thought and the pro- 
motion of brotherly intercourse 
amongst different schools of opinion. 
Mr. Kempe is also the founder of 
the St. James's Diocesan Home for 
Eemale Penitents, for which a fine 
building, with a beautiful chapel, 
has been erected on the episcopal 
estate at Eulham ; and he was one 
of Bishop Tait's principal counsel- 
lors and coadjutors in the origina- 
tion and earlier working of the 
Bishop of London's Fund. The 
name of "the Bishop of London's 
Fund,” which certainly contributed 
to the success of the movement. 


was suggested by him In 1866 
Mr Kempe was offered the Bishop- 
ric of Calcutta by Lord Cranbome 
(now Marquis of Salisbury), who 
was then Indian Mimster, but 
declined it for family reasons. 

KENDAL, Mrs Margaret 
Beunton, actress, long known to 
the public as " Madge '' Eobertson, 
and more recently as the wife of 
Mr. William Hunter Kendal (veru 
Grimston), the actor, was born at 
Great Grimsby, Lmcolnshire, Mar. 
15, 1849. Her grandfather, her 
father, and her unde, were all 
actors, playing in what was then 
known as the Lincolnshire circuit. 
Miss Eobertson's dt^but in London 
was made on July 29, 1865, when 
she appeared at the Haymarket as 
" Ophelia ” to the " Hamlet ” of 
Walter Montgomery; and in the 
following month she played at the 
same theatre "Desdemona” to the 
"Othello” of Ira Aldridge. After 
this she went into the country, and, 
for about eighteen months, fulfilled 
engagements at the theatres in 
Nottmgham and Hull. In 1867 
Miss Eobertson returned to town, 
appearing at Drury Lane on Easter 
Monday as "Edith” in Andrew 
Halhday's" Great City.” On March 
14, 1868, she made her first decided 
success in the metropolis, as 
"Blanche Dumont "in Dr. West- 
land Marston's " Hero of Eomance,” 
which was performed for the first 
time on that occasion, at the Hay- 
market theatre. In July of that 
year she acted, at the same theatre, 
the part of " Hypolita ” in Cibber's 
" She Would and She Would Not.” 
From thence she went to the Gaiety 
theatre, appearing there on Dec. 
21, in "On the Cards,” and m 
March of the following year (1869), 
as "Lady Clara Vere de Vere ” in 
her brother's little-known comedy 
of " Dreams.” It was in this year 
(Aug. 7, 1869) that Miss Eobeitson 
was married to Mr William Hunter 
Grimston, who on the stage is 
known by his assumed name of 
Kendal. In the ensuing five years 
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she appeared at the Haymarket in 
the foilo-wing characters ; — On Oct. 
25, 1869, as “^^Lilian Vavasour" in 
New Men and Old Acres j " on 
Oct 24, 1870, as ‘'"Lydia Languish " 
in ""The Eivalsj" on Nov. 19, 1870, 
as ""Princess Zeolide" in ""The 
Palace of Truth ; " on Dee. 9, 1871, 
as "" Gralatea " in "" Pygmalion and 
Galatea ,* " on Jan. 4, 1873, as 
"" Selene " in "" The Wicked World j " 
and on Jan. 8, 1874, as "" Mrs. Van 
Brugh " in "" Charity The crea- 
tion of the character of ""Lilian" 
gave Mrs. Kendal the position of 
the leading comedienne of the day. 
In Jan. 1875 she began a short 
engagement at the Op4ra Gomique, 
appearing, in the course of it, as 
"" Pauline " in the ""Lady of Lyons," 
""Eosalind" in ""As You Like It," 
and "" Miss Hardcastle " in "" She 
Stoops to Conquer." In 1876 Mrs. 
Kendal joined the company orga- 
nized by Mr. Hare for the Court 
theatre, and whilst a member of it 
created the chief feminine rdles in 
Mr. Coghlan's "" Lady Plora," Mr 
Aid4^s "" Nine Days’ Wonder," Mr 
Gilbert’s "" Broken Hearts," and 
Mr. Palgrave Simpson’s "" Scrap of 
Paper." Afterwards she joined the 
Prince of Wales's theatre, then 
under the manag-ement of Mr. and 
Mrs. Bancroft During this en- 
gagement she made one of the 
great ""hits" of the season in the 
character of ""Lady Ormond" in 
M. Sardou’s "" Peril ; ’’ but her 
greatest triumph was that which 
she achieved as ""Dora" in the 
adaptation from M. Sardou called 
""Diplomacy." In Jan. 1879, after 
a successful tour in the provinces, 
Mrs. Kendal returned to the Court 
theatre, where she appeared as the 
""Countess d’Autrev^” in ""The 
Ladies’ Battle," and as ""Kate Gre- 
viUe " in "" The Queen’s Shillmg." 
In 1881 she joined the company at 
the Court theatre, under the joint 
management of Mr Kendal and 
Mr. Hare. 

KENNEDY, Captain Alhxan- 
DER William Maxwell Clark, , 


E.E.G.S., E.L.S., was born at 
Eochester, Sept. 26, 1851, being 
the eldest son of the late Colonel 
John Clark Kennedy, C.B., of 
Knockgray, N.B. He was educated 
at Eton, where, at the age of six- 
teen, he published ""The Birds of 
Berkshire and Buckinghamshire ; 
a Contribution to the Ornithology 
of the Two Counties," 1868, by 
""an Eton boy." He entered the 
Coldstream Guards as Ensign in 
1870, became Lieutenant m 1872, 
and Lieutenant and Captain in 
1874, and retired the same year. 
He is the author of various poems 
and verses, and of a work of travels 
"" To the Arctic Eegions and Back 
in Six Weeks," being travels in 
Lapland and Norway, 1878. He 
has contributed articles to the I&is, 
Zoologist, Land and Water, The 
Field, and other natural history 
periodicals j and is a fellow of 
several learned societies. He is a 
Magistrate and Deputy-Lieutenant 
for Kirkcudbrightshire, for which 
county he came forward as Conser- 
vative candidate at the general 
election of 1874, but retired. 

KENNEDY, The Eev. Benjamin 
Hall, D.D., born at Summer Hill, 
near Birmingham, Nov. 6, 1804, 
eldest son of the late Eev. Eann 
Kennedy, incumbent of St. Paul’s, 
Birmingham, and Second Master 
of King Edward’s School in that 
town, author of ""The Eeign of 
Youth ’’ and other poems, was edu- 
cated at King Edward’s School, 
Birmingham, and at Shrewsbui^ 
School, under Dr. Butler Entering 
St, John’s College, Cambridge, he 
•ained the Person Prize and 
Jrowne’s Medal for Latin Ode in 
1823 j the Pitt University Scholar- 
ship in his first yearj Browne’s 
Medal for Greek and Latin Odes, 
and the Person Prize in 1824 j 
Browne’s Medal for Epigrams in 
1825 J and the Person Prize a third 
time in 1826. He graduated B.A. 
as Senior Classic and Senior Chan- 
cellor’s Medallist in 1827, gained 
the Member’s prize for a Latin 
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Essay, "De Origine Soripturae 
Alphabetiose/^ was elected Eellow 
and Classical Lecturer of St. John's 
College in 1828, became an Assist- 
ant Master at Harrow, under Dr. 
Longley, in 1830, and was appointed 
Head Master of Shrewsbury School, 
vacant by the promotion of Dr. 
Butler to the see of Lichfield, in 
1836. In 1841 he was appointed 
by Bishop Bowstead Prebendary of 
Lichfield ; in 1857, by Bishop Lons- 
dale, Preacher for the Society for 
the Propagation of the Gospel j 
and in 1860 Select Preacher in the 
University of Cambridge. He was 
presented to the rectory of West 
Felton, Salop, in 1865 (which he ! 
resigned in 1868), resigned the 
Head Mastership of Shrewsbury I 
School at Midsummer, 1866, and ' 
was appointed Begins Professor of 
Greek at Cambridge and Canon of 
Ely in 1867 He was elected a 
Member of the Council of that Dni- 
versity in 1870 , and was appointed 
the Lady Margaret's Preadaer for 
the year' 1873. In 1880 he was 
elected an Honorary Fellow of St 
John's College. Dr. Kennedy has 
contributed largely to the Sabrines 
CoroUa," 1850, 3rd edit. 1866 j 
and has published The Psalter in 
English Verse," 1860, 2nd edit. 
1877 J "The Public School Latin 
Grammar," 1871, 6th edit. 1882 j 
" The Birds of Aristophanes, 
translated into English Verse,” 
1874; a school edition of "Vir- 
gil,” 1876, 3rd edit. 1881;^ "Be- 
tween Whiles” (a collection of 
Greek, Latin, and English poetry), 

1877, 2nd edit. 1882; "Occa- 
sional Sermons preached in the 
University of Cambridge and else- 
where, with an Appendix of Hymns," 
1877; "The Agamemnon of M&- 
chylus, with Poetic Translation," 

1878, 2nd edit. 1882; "The 

Thesetetus of Plato, with Trans- 
lation,” 1881 ; " The CEdipus 

Tyrannus of Sophocles, with Poetic 
Translation,” 1882 ; " Ely Lec- 
tures on the Eevised Translation of 
the Hew Testament,” 1882. He 


also published, while Head Master 
of Shrewsbury, various books for 
school instruction: "Tirocinium" 
(a first Latin reading-book), " Pa- 
laBstra Latina ” (a second Latm 
readmg-book), " Curriculum Stili 
Latini," and others. 

KEHHIOH, The Rioht Bev. 
Geoege Wtndham:, D.D., Bishop 
of Adelaide, bom about 1846, was 
educated at Oriel College, Oxford 
(B.A. 1867, M.A. 1871). He was 
ordained deacon in 1869 by the 
Bishop of Tuam, and priest in the 
followmg year by the Archbishop 
of York He was domestic chap- 
lain to the Bishop of Tuam 1869- 
70; curate of Doncaster 1870-71; 
York Diocesan Inspector of Schools 
1871-73 ; vicar of St. Paul's, Scul- 
coates, Kingston-on-HuU, 1873-76 ; 
and vicar of All Saints', Bradford, 
from 1876 until his advancement to 
the episcopate. On Hov. 30, 1882, he 
was consecrated, in Westminster 
Abbey, Bishop of Adelaide, in suc- 
cession to Dr. Short, who had re- 
signed the see, which comprises 
the whole of South Australia. 

KEHBICK, The Most Eev. 
Peter Eichard, D.D., Archbishop 
of St Louis, Missouri, was bora in 
Dublin, Ireland, in 1806. He was 
educated at Maynooth, and or- 
dained a priest in Ireland, but 
soon afterwards emigrated to 
Philadelphia, where his brother 
(the late Archbishop of Baltimore) 
was then coadjutor to the Bishop. 
Here he edited the Catholic Semld 
for several years, and published 
various works, original and ti^s- 
lated. He was also made Vicar- 
General of the diocese. In 1841 
Bishop Eosati, of St. Loms, re- 
quested his nomination as his coad- 
jutor with the right of succession. 
ISe was consecrated Bishop of Drasa 
in 'partibusy and coadjutor of St. 
Louis, Nov. 30, 1841. In 1843, on 
the death of Bishop Eosati, Dr. 
Kenrick became Bishop of St. 
Louis, and in 1847 the first Arch- 
bishop of that city. He has been 
very successful in promoting the 
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interests of the see, having esta- 
blished a large hospital, an orphan- 
age, two magnificent convents, 
numerous schools and charitable 
institutions, and one of the most 
extensive and beautiful cemeteries 
in the ITnited States. Besides the 
translations already referred to, 
and editions of devotional works, 
the Archbishop has published '^’The 
Holy House of Lorettoj or, an 
Examination of the Historical Evi- 
dence of its Miraculous Transla- 
tion ,• and " Anglican Ordina- 
tions."*^ Archbishop Kenrick was 
present at the Tatican Council, and 
was reported to have maintained 
the inopportuneness of defining 
the dogma of Papal Infalhbility 
He, however, acquiesced in the 
definition, and pubhshed it, to- 
gether with the other decrees of 
the Council, in his diocese. 

KENT, William Charles Mark 
(better Imown as Charles Kent), 
poet and journalist, was born in 
London, Nov. 8, 1823, and educated 
at Prior Park and Oscott Colleges, 
ffis father, the late William Kent, 
E.N., who, in 1816, was a midship- 
man on board the Leander at the 
battle of Algiers, under Lord 
Exmouth, was the only son of 
Captain William Kent, EN, the 
discoverer of Kent's Group, the 
Grulf of St. Vincent, &c., as the 
earhest G-ovemment Sui-veyor of 
the Coast of New South Wales. 
Captain Kent died ofi Toulon in 
1812, while in command of H M S. 
Union, 98 guns, one of the grandest 
line-of-battle ships then afloat, and 
which was at that time stationed 
up the Mediterranean . Mr, Charles 
Kent's mother (Ellen) was the only 
daughter of Judge Baggs, of Deme- 
rara, and sister of the late Bishop 
Baggs, Vicar Apostolic of the 
Western District of England and 
Cameriere d'Onore to His Holiness 
Pope Gregory XVI. At an early 
age Mr Kent adopted literature as 
a profession, and was called to the 
har at the Middle Temple in 1859. 
When he was nineteen he published | 


some thirty-six essays, sketches, 
and tales, in three series ; among 
the stories being Napoleon's 
Shpper," Shakspere's Frolic on 
the Thames," ""The Seagull of 
Iona" (a tale of the escape of the 
Young Pretender, Prince Charles 
Edward), and "" The Camel Driver’s 
Turban," founded on an incident 
in the life of Mahomet. His first 
work, ""Aletheia, or the Doom of 
Mythology," with other poems, 
was published in 1850, and in 1853 
elicited a remarkable letter from 
M de Lamartine, in which ho 
expressed a wish that the poem 
addressed to himself might form 
his epitaph. "" Dreamland, or 
Poets in their Haunts," with other 
poems, appeared in 1862, thei’e 
being issued from the press at the 
same time, in a companion volume, 
a new edition of "" Aletheia ” His 
prose works include among them 
"" The Vision of Cagliostro, a Tale 
of the Five Senses," reprinted in 
the first series of ""Tales from 
Blackwood ; " "" The Derby Minis- 
try," a series of Cabinet pictures, 
under the nom de gnerre of Mark 
Eochester, which upon the morrow 
of its appearance ran into a second 
edition, ""A Mythological Dic- 
tionary , " a politico-religious trea- 
tise entitled ""Catholicity m the 
Dark Ages," by an Oscotian j in 
1861 ""Footprints on the Eoad," 
included in the "" Select Library of 
Popular Authors , " and in 1869 
""The Gladstone Government," by 
a Templar, another senes of Cainnot 
pictures, or sketches of contem- 
porary statesmen. His poem of 
welcome to ""Longfellow in Eng- 
land," which appeared in the Times 
on July 3, 1868, with the initials 
C. K., went the round of the news- 
papers on both sides of the Atlantic. 
It was to him that Charles Dickens 
addressed the last letter he ever 
wrote, appointing a meeting be- 
tween them for the next day almost 
at the very hour when the great 
novelist expired. A facsimile of 
it IS given at the clo*e of the 
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"" Letters of Charles Dickens/' and ' 
the original^ having heen presented | 
by Mr. Kent to the British Museum, 
IS now enshrined there in one of the 
glass oases m the King's Library. 
Between the Christmas of 1845 and 
that of 1870 Mr. Charles Kent was 
for five-and-twenty years editor, 
and durmg the last eight of those 
years proprietor, of the Sun news- 
paper. During the course of his 
editorship — ^wMch began at the age 
of two-and-twenty — he is said to 
have written upwards of 5,000 
leading articles and more than 1 
10,000 reviews. In 1S70 was pub- 
hshed a new and collected edition 
of "" Kent's Poems." In 1872 there 
was issued from the press simul- 
taneously in England and the 
United States his work entitled 
Charles Dickens as a Eeader." 
As an old and intimate friend of 
the late Lord Lytton, there was 
intrusted to him, in 1874, the 
selection and arrangement, m the 
Knebworth edition, of all the mis- 
cellaneous works of that great 
author. For seven years — ^namely, 
from the spring of 1874 to that of 
1881 — Mr. Kent edited the Weekly 
Register In 1875 he edited, with 
a Biographical Introduction and 
Notes, ^^The Popular Centenary 
Edition of the Works of Charles 
Lamb," and in the following year, 
with an Introductory Biography 
and a still larger number of illus- 
trative notes, The Poetical Works 
of Bobert Bums." In 1879 he 
brought out, with an elaborate 
Memoir and Notes, “The Centen- 
ary Edition of the Works of 
Thomas Moore," and in ISSl 
“The Works of Father Prout," 
with an introductory memoir, in I 
which was given for the first time I 
an authentic history of the Eev. ' 
Francis Mahony. Intermediately, 
in 1880, Mr. Charles Kent pubhshed, 
in a quarto volume, a remarkable 
polyglot collection entitled “Co- 
rona Catholica," appended to which 
title were these explanatory words 
— “ Ad Petri siiccessoris Pedes 


oblata, De sunimi Pontificis Leonis 
XIII Assumptione Epigramma, 
Carolo Kent auctore, in qumqua- 
gmta hnguis." The seed-germ of 
the work" was an epigram in which 
the writer celebrated both the 
death of Pius IX. and the accession 
of Leo Xm , with especial reference 
to the reputed prophecies of St. 
Malachy. This epigram, having 
been translated with surprising 
rapidity into no fewer than fifty 
languages by some of the most 
illustrious linguistic scholars in the 
world, forms, as a whole, an al- 
most imprecedented curiosity of 
hterature. One of the latest 
books on which the author of 
“Corona Catholica" has been 
engaged is in its turn a curiosity 
of science, descriptive as it is of 
“The Modem Seven Wonders of 
the W orld," these being the Steam 
Engme, the Electric Telegraph, 
the Sewmg Machme, the Photo- 
graph, the Spectroscope, the Elec- 
tric Light, and the Telephone. 
Mr. Charles Kent was married, m 
1853, to Ann, the eldest daughter 
of Murdo Young, author of “ Wal- 
lace, a Tragedy," in five acts, and 
for more than thirty years Mr. 
Kent's predecessor as proprietor of 
the Sun newspaper. Mrs. Charles 
Kent is the authoress of “ Evelyn 
Stuart," “ Maud Hamilton," The 
Grilbeirts of Ashton," and a number 
of other novels. In 1883 he brought 
out, carefully selected by hrm- 
self, “The Wit and Wisdom of 
Edward Buiwer, Lord Lytton ; " 
and as a biographer he has conlii- 
buted the papers on “ Dean Alford" 
and “ Lord Dalhng " to the ninth 
edition of the Encyclopaedia Bri- 
tannica.” 

KENWAED, James, F.S.A.,born 
m London, July 30, 1828, was edu- 
cated for the Church, but owing 
to family reverses he was unable to 
proceed to college, and after a short 
career as junior master in school, 
he sought subsistence in commercial 
pursuits. He has been for many 
years connected with the celebrated 
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lighthouse works of Messrs Chancej 
near Birmingham. About 1857 he 
began to mvestigate the hterature 
and antiqmties of the Celtic races, 
particularly of the Kymric branch. 
His miscellany of prose and verse, 
entitled For Cambria," was pub- 
lished in 1868. It includes a num- 
ber of poems on the antiquities and 
scenic beauties of Wales and Brit- 
tany. BQis "Account of the Life 
and Writings of the Eev John 
Williams ab Ithel" followed in 
1871. In 1871 also appeared 
" Oriel," a narrative poem in blank 
verse on social topics and manners 
His latest poem, " Eddystone," was 
privately printed in 1881. He is 
the author of several papers and 
lectures in archaeology, philosophy, 
and literature. Mr. Kenward is an 
associate of the Institution of Civil 
Engineers. In 1874 he received 
from the Emperor of Eussia the 
Cross of the Order of St. Stanislas, 
KEPPEL, The Hon Sis Henby, 
G-.C.B., Yice-Admiral, a younger 
son of the late Earl of Albemarle, 
born June 14, 1809, entered the 
navy at an early age, was made 
Lieutenant in 1829, and Commander 
in 1833 In command of the 
Childers, 16 guns, he served on the 
south coast of Spam during the 
civil war of 1834-5, afterwards on 
the west coast of Africa, was made 
Captam in 1837, and commanded 
the Dido from 1841 till 1845, durmg 
which time he was employed in the 
China war of 1842, and afterwards 
in the suppression of piracy in the 
Eastern Archipfelago. From Nov., 
1847, till July, 1851, he commanded 
the Meander, 44 guns, on the Chma 
and Pacific stations ,* in May, 1853, 
was appointed to the command of 
the St, Jean d'Acre, 101 guns ; 
served in the Baltic and in the 
Black Sea, and havmg in July, 
1855, exchanged into the Rodney, 
74 guns, obtained command of the 
Naval Brigade before Sebastopol. 
After the fall of that stronghold he 
returned to England, and was ap- 
pointed to the Colossus, In Sept. 


1856, he hoisted his pennant as 
Commodore on board the Raleigh, 
52 guns, and proceeded to China, 
where his ship was lost by striking 
on an unknown rock He com- 
manded a division of boats at the 
destruction of the Chinese war 
fleet in the Fatshan Creek, June 1, 

1857, for which service he was made 
a K.C.B., and on attaining flag 
rank, he returned to England. In 
1859 he was made Groom in Wait- 
ing to the Queen, which office he 
relinquished in May, 1860, on being 
appointed to the Cape of Good 
Hope as naval Commander-m-Chief, 
from which he was transferred to 
the Brazilian station. In Jan 
1867, he hoisted his flag on board 
the Rodney, as Vice-Admiral Com- 
mander-in-Chief on the China and 
Japan station. He returned to 
England in Dec. 1869, on attaining 
the rank of full Admiral, and was 
made I).C.L. of Oxford in 1870. 
He was created a G.C.B. in 1871, 
and he became an Admiral of the 
Fleet in 1877. He is a Commandei? 
of the Legion of Honour, and 
Medjidie of the second class. Sir 
H. Keppel has written " Expedition 
to Borneo, with Eajah Brooke^s 
Journal," pubhshed in 1847, and

KEEATET, Emile, Comte de, 
was born at Pans, March 20, 1832, 
of an ancient Breton family, his 
father being Count Auguste Hila- 
rion Keratry, who died in 1859. 
Having completed his studies at 
the Lyceums of St. Louis and of 
Louis-le-Grand, he entered as a 
volxmteer the 1st regiment of Chas- 
seurs d^Afrique in 1854, went 
through the Crimean campaign, 
removed successively to the 1st 
regiment of Spahis and of Cuiras- 
siers, and in 1859 was appointed 
sous-lieutenant in the 5th regiment 
of Lancers. In 1861 he exchanged 
into the 3rd regiment of Chasseurs 
d^Afrique, in order that he might 
make the campaign in Mexico ; and 
m 1864 he was detached as Captain 
commanding the second squadron of 
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Colonel Dupin^s famous counter- 
^erilla In this dangerous ser- 
vice he distinguished himself by 
his bravery and decision, and after- 
wards he was appointed officer of 
ordnance to Marshal Bazaine The 
Comte de Keratry was several 
times mentioned m the Order of 
the Day^^ in Africa and Mexico. 
At the commencement of the year 
1865 he was recommended for a 
lieutenant^s commission^ but he 
sent in his resignation and retired 
from the service. At this period he 
had received the Legion of Honour^ 
and had been decorated with several 
foreign Orders. On his return to 
France he devoted himself to lite- 
rary pursuits, and contributed to 
the Eevue Contemporaine a remark- 
able series of articles on the Mexi- 
can expedition, in which he 
severely attacked the Government 
and the conduct of Marshal Bazaine. 
Soon afterwards he became editor 
of the Bevue Moderne, in which 
periodical he continued his accusa- 
tion. In 1869 he was returned by 
the electors of Brest to the Corps 
Legislatif, when he associated him- 
self with the new Liberal Tiers- 
Parti. On the establishment of 
the Government of the National 
Defence in Sept. 1870, he was made 
Prefect of Police; but in the fol- 
lowing month he escaped from 
Paris in a balloon, and proceeded 
on a diplomatic mission to Madrid, 
where, soon afterwards, he was 
replaced by M. Edmond Adam. He 
is the author of " Le Contre- 
Guerilla,” 1867; “La Creance 
Jecker,” 1867, “L^El^vation et la 
Chute deMaximilien,” 1867 ; a work 
on French events, entitled “Le 4 
Septembre et le Gouvernement de la 
Defense Nationale,” 1871 ; “ Armee 
de Bretagne, 1870-71," published 
in 1874 ; and “ Mourad V., prince, 
sultan, prisonnier d'etat," 1878. 

EIEEN, J. CoNUAD, statesman, 
was born in ISOS, in the market- 
town of Berlingen, near Aj?enen- 
berg, in the canton of Thurgau, ■ 
Switzerland. After studying at I 


the Gymnasium of Zurich, he pro- 
ceeded to the University of Basle, 
to study theology, which he gave 
up, became a law student, and 
finished his education in the schools 
of Berlin, Heidelberg, and Paris. 
From 1837 he performed in his 
canton the duties of President of 
the Supreme Court of Judicature, 
and those of President of the 
Council of Education. Dr. Kern, 
at an early period, impelled by his 
liberal tendencies, was engaged in 
reforming the cantonal institutions. 
In a wider field he was, from 1833, 
under the old compact, as under 
the new Federal constitution, regu- 
larly chosen representative of his 
canton in the Diet or in the 
National Assembly. In 1S3S the 
French Government insisted, 
through its ambassador, the Duke 
of Montebello, on the extradition 
of Prmce Louis Napoleon, who 
with his mother. Queen Hortense, 
had for some time resided in the 
canton of Thurgau. In the Diet, 
Dr. Kern protested agamst the 
right of any power to interfere 
with the hospitality of his canton, 
or with the libeity of a Swiss 
citizen ; and on his return to Thui’- 
gau to render to the Town Council 
an account of the dehberations of 
the Diet, he urged his fellow- 
citizens not to allow themselves to 
be intimidated by the menaces of 
France. “ Do what right, happen 
what may/^ was the conclusion of 
his speech. Dr. Kern had the 
satisfaction to return to the Diet 
with the unanimous votes of his 
canton in favoim of his principle. 
As President of the ^3cole Poly- 
technique of Zurich, he has done 
much for that valuable institution. 
When, in 1857, the dispute between 
Switzerland and the King of Prus- 
sia threatened to cause serious 
troubles. Dr Kern was deputed to 
maintain the interest and uphold 
the dignity of the repubhc at the 
conference held at Neufchatel ; 
and was appointed Swiss plenipo- 
tentiaiy at the court of Prance. 
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KEEYYK DE LETTENHOVE, I 
Joseph Mabie Bbhno Constan- 
tin, a Belgian statesman and 
historian, born at St. Hichel, near 
Bruges, Aug. 17, 1817. From an 
early age lie devoted himself to 
historical and antiquarian studies, 
and began to gather the-materials 
for the admirable works which have 
gained for him so high a reputation, 
both in his native country and in 
France. He has been for many 
years a member of the Chamber of 
Eepresentatives, where he distin- 
guished himself as a supporter of 
the Conservative or Catholic party. 
When that party came into power 
in July, 1870, he accepted office 
under Baron d" Anethan as Mmister 
of the Interior, and retained that 
post until the resignation of the 
ministry in Dec., 1871. M. Ker- 
vyn de Lettenhove is the author of 
a French translation of the select 
works of Milton (‘^CEuvres Choisies 
de Milton^'), published anony- 
mously at Paris, with the original 
text,in 18S9j "Histoire de Flandre,'' 
6 vols., Brussels, 1847-50, 4 vols., 
Bruges, 1853-54 j an Etude sur 
les Chroniques . de Froissart,^^ 
which was "crowned” by the 
French Academy in 1856 , and 
" Jacques d'Artevelde,”8vo, G-hent, 
1863. He has also edited "Les 
Cronikes des Comtes de Flandres,” 
Bruges, 1849 ; " Memoires de 

Jean de Dadizeele, souverain bailli 
de Flandre, haut baiUi de Gand, 
1431-81,” Bruges, 1850 j and 
"Lettres et Negociations de Phi- 
lippe de Commines,” with a histori- 
es and biographical commentary, 
Brussels, 1867. His magnificent 
edition of Froissart was completed 
by the pubHcation of the last four 
volumes — ^fourteenth to seven- 
teenth — in 1872 M. Kervyn de 
Lettenhove, who is a member of 
the Eoyal Academy of Belgium, 
was elected in 1863 a member of 
the French Academy of Moral and 
Political Sciences in the section of 
general and philosophical history. 

KETTLE, Sib Eupbbt Alfbbd, 


is the surviving son of Mr. Thomas 
Kettle, a Birmingham manufac- 
turer. He was born in that town 
Jan. 9, 1817. The family was 
established in Birmingham by a 
French Huguenot, who, after the 
revocation of the edict of Nantes, 
emigrated from Meaux, and brought 
with him the trade of a glass 
stainer. This trade so commenced 
by the emigrant contmued in the 
family until a few years ago The 
French name Quitel — a name still 
known at Meaux — had, after passing 
through several alterations, become 
Anglicised to Kettle. The sub]ect 
of this sketch was articled to Mr. 
Eichard Fryer, solicitor, of Wolver- 
hampton. That gentleman was the 
son of the well-lmown advocate of 
a total repeal of the Corn Laws, 
who preceded Mr. Vilhers in the 
representation of Wolverhampton. 
The circumstances of his position 
led the law pupil to take an active 
part in the political agitation which 
was at that time so active in the 
borough, and directed his mind to 
the study of the economy of trade, 
a subject with which in after life 
he has shown himself to be well 
informed. After being a short 
time upon the rolls as a solicitor he 
preferred the bar, and was "called” 
at the Middle Temple in 1845. He 
soon obtained a large practice on 
the Oxford Circuit, but the most 
lucrative part of his profession was 
from discharging the duty of 
referee in commercial disputes and 
in railway compensation cases aris- 
ing in the mining and iron manu- 
facturmg districts. The experi- 
ence he had acquired in this class 
of business was brought into pub- 
ho use in 1865. During the pre- 
ceding year there had been a strike 
lasting for seventeen weeks in the 
building trade at Wolverhampton ; 
and notwithstanding the disastrous 
losses on both sides another disa- 
greement arose, upon which another 
strike was impendmg. The mayor 
of the town called a public meet- 
ing to endeavour to avert this

tlii’eatened disturbance of trade 
This led to both masters and work- 
men requesting Mr. Eupert Kettle 
to settle tbe differences between 
them, and to bis ultimately estab- 
lisbing a legally organized system 
of arbitration. Tbe essential prin- 
ciple of tbe new system was that 
if tbe delegates of tbe contendmg 
parties could not agree, an inde- 
pendent umpire should bave power 
to make a final and legally binding 
award between tbem. Tbe board 
of arbitration worked so satisfac- 
torily in Wolverhampton that Mr. 
Kettle was prevailed upon to intro- 
duce tbe same system in other 
towns, and it rapidly extended so 
as to include a large portion of tbe 
building trade of tbe kingdom. 
The attempt to act without an 
independent umpire not having 
succeeded in tbe North of England 
iron trade, Mr. Kettle was invited 
to act as umpire. By bis interven- 
tion a properly constituted system 
of arbitration was brought mto 
operation, which extended to tbe 
iron trade in other districts, and 
ultimately tbe whole of t^s vast 
trade was brought to settle disputes 
by peaceful means. Boards of 
arbitration were afterwards estab- 
lished by Mr. Kettle in tbe coal 
trade, tbe potteries, tbe Nottingbam 
lace trade, tbe band-made paper 
trade, ironstone mining, and in 
other staple trades of tbe country. 
After ten years of this labour Mr. 
Kettle was so overwhelmed with 
engagements as trade umpire that 
be found it impossible to meet all 
tbe ^ims upon bis tune and still 
continue to discharge efficiently 
tbe duties as Judge of County 
Courts, to which be bad been ap- 
pomted m 1S59. Mr. Kettle ex- 
plained bis reasons for, and bis 
great reluctance at, resigning tbe 
duties of umpire, and expressed bis 
continued confidence in the success 
of tbe system. During ten years 
be bad, in addition to bis other ser- 
vices to tbe cause of trade arbitra- 
tion, explained and advocated bis 


system in pamphlets and lectures, 
and conducted a large correspond- 
ence both for propagating bis views 
to inquirers and for practically 
carrying tbem out in tbe different 
boards over which be presided 
Soon after Mr. G-ladstone's return 
to office in ISSO tbe honour of 
knighthood was conferred upon Mr. 
Kettle for ''bis public services in 
establishing a system of arbitration 
between employers and employed.^^ 
On Nov. 17, 1882, be was elected a 
bencher of tbe Middle Temple. 
Sir Eupert Kettle is one of tbe 
senior Magistrates, and a Deputy- 
Lieutenant of Staffordshire, of 
which county be has been Assist- 
ant-Chairman of Quarter Sessions 
since 1866. He is also a Magistrate 
of tbe county of Merioneth, and by 
virtue of bis office of Judge of 
County Courts is also on tbe Com- 
mission of tbe Peace for Worcester- 
shire and Herefordshire. He takes 
great interest on local educational 
institutions. As a member of tbe 
first school board be assisted to 
carry out tbe Elementary Educa- 
tion Act in Wolverhampton ; and 
has been Chairman of tbe G-ovemors 
of tbe Grammar School for nearly 
twenty years. During bis presi- 
dency new school buildings bave 
been erected, new endowments 
given, and a new scheme for educa- 
tion and management inaugurated. 
Sir Eupert Kettle married, in 1851, 
Miss Mary Cooke, of Merridale, 
Staffordshire, and has a numerous 
family. 

KEY, AnmsAii Sm Astlet 
CooPEB, G.C.B., F.E.S., is tbe 
second son of tbe late Charles 
Aston Key, Esq , by Anne, daugh- 
ter of the Eev. Samuel Lorick 
Cooper, of Great Yarmouth. He 
was born in 1821, and educated at 
tbe Naval College, Portsmouth, 
where be obtained tbe first medal 
and a lieutenant’s commission in 
tbe navy, which be entered in 1835. 
He was junior lieutenant of tbe 
Gorgon in 1844(, and was officially 
mentioned for rescuing her on being 
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stranded at Monte Video. In 1845 
he was wounded in the action of 
the Ohligado wlulst in command of 
the Fanny^ and displayed a gal- 
lantry which earned his early pro- 
motion to Commander's rank The 
wreck of H.M.S Gorgon brought 
out in him that power of applying 
science to the wants of the navy, 
which has ever since distinguished 
him His book, descriptive of the 
operations which resulted in the 
recovery of the ship, displayed 
marked ability and clearness of 
thought. After three years' ser- 
vice in the Bulldog, on the coasts of 
Italy and Sicily, Commander Key 
was made a Captam in 1850 He 
served in command of the Am;phion 
during the Baltic campaign, taking 
part in the capture of the forts of 
Bomarsund, and other operations. 
When the honours were distributed, 
he was nominated a C.B. (1855). 
Placed in command of the Sans- 
pareil, and a squadron of gunboats, 
he served at Calcutta during the 
Indian mutiny, and received the 
thanks of the Governor-General. 
Soon afterwards he commanded a 
battalion of seamen at the capture 
of Canton, where he secured, with 
his own hand. Commissioner Yeh 
as he was m the act of escaping 
over a paling at the back of his 
yamsen. On his return to England 
he was chosen to represent the 
navy on the Eoyal Commission 
appointed to consider the state of 
our defences, and m 1860 he be- 
came captam of the steam ordinary 
at Devonport He passed to the 
Excellent m 1863, and found himself 
in first charge of the great develop- 
ment of the iron-plate and the 
heavy gun. The great changes m 
gunnery necessitated the creation 
of a new office at Whitehall, and 
Captam, afterwards Eear-Adruiral 
Key, filled the post of Director- 
General of Naval Ordnance until 
1869, when he became Superinten- 
dent of Portsmouth Dockyard. He 
was next appointed second m com- 
mand in the Mediterranean, and 


Supermtendent of Malta Dockyard ; 
and was President of the Eoyal 
Naval College, Greenwich, from 
Dec. 1872 to Jan. 1876, when he be- 
came Commander-in-Chief on the 
North America and West India 
Station He was promoted Vice- 
Admiral in 1873, and Admiral in 
1878. In 1879 he was appomted 
Prmcipal Naval Aide-de-Camp to 
the Queen The University of 
Oxford conferred on him the hono- 
rary degree of D C.L in 1880 ; and 
for his services in the Egyptian 
expedition of 1882 he was made a 
G.C B. Sir A. Cooper Key has held 
since 1879 the office of Second Lord 
of the Admiralty under two suc- 
cessive administrations. 

KILLALOE, Bishop op. (See 
PlTZOEBAIiD, Dr ) 

KILMOEE, ELPHIN, and AE- 
DAGH, Bishop op. (See Darlet, 
Dr.) 

KIMBEELEY (Earl op). The 
Eioht Hon. John Wodehousb, 
bom Jan. 7, 1826, was educated at 
Eton and Christ Church, Oxford, 
where he graduated B.A. in 1847, 
taking a first-class in classical 
honours He succeeded his grand- 
father as third Baron Wodehouse, 
May 29, 1846, and was raised to the 
earldom of Kimberley Jtme 1, 1866. 
In Dec. 1852, he accepted the post 
of Under-Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, which he held 
under Lords Aberdeen and Pal- 
merston until 1856, when he was 
appointed Ambassador at St Peters- 
burg. He returned from Eussia in 
1858, and resumed his post as 
Under-Secretary for Foreign Af- 
fairs in Lord Palmerston's second 
administration, June 19, 1859, re- 
tiring Aug. 14, 1861. In 1863 he 
was sent on a special mission to the 
north of Europe, with the view of 
obtaining some settlement of the 
Schleswig-Holstem^ question ; and 
in Oct 1864, succeeded the late 
Earl of Carlisle in the Lord-Lieu- 
tenancy of Ireland, resigning that 
post on the fall of Lord Eussell's 
second administration, in July, 
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1866 He held the office of Lord 
Privy Seal m Mr. Grladstone^s ad- 
mimstiation from Dec 1868^ to 
July, 1870, and that of Secretary of 
State for the Colonies from the 
latter date until the retirement of 
Mr. Gladstone in Feb. 1871. In 
Feb. 1878, he was nominated a 
member of the Eoyal Commission 
appomted to inquire into the work- 
ing of the Penal Servitude Acts. 
He was reappointed Secretary of 
State for the Colonies on Mr. Glad- 
stone^’s return to power in May, 
1880 j and in June, 1882, he was 
appomted to hold provisionally the 
seals of the office of Chancellor of 
the Duchy of Lancaster, resigned 
by Mr. Bright On Dee. 16, 1882, 
he received from the Queen the 
seals of the office of Secretary of 
State for India. 

KINGLAHE, Alexander Wil- 
liam, eldest son of the late William 
Kmglake, Esq , of Wilton House, 
near Taunton, born in 1811, was 
educated at Eton and Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge, where he gradu- 
ated B A. m 1832, was called to the 
bar at Lincoln's Inn in 1837, but 
retired from the law m 1856. He 
is well known as the author of 
^^Eothen," an account of his ex- 
periences in Eastern travel, pub- 
lished in 1844. He was returned 
as one of the members in the 
Liberal interest, in March, 1857, 
for Bridgewater. In 1858 he moved 
the first amendment against the 
‘■‘'Conspiracy Bill," and in the same 
year brought forward the question 
of the Cagliari, and in 1859 that of 
the Charles ei Georges. In 1860 he 
took an active part in denouncing 
the annexation of Savoy and Hice 
to the French empire. His Inva- 
sion of the Crimea," being the fi.rst 
portion of a History of the Eussian 
War of 1854-6, a work upon which 
he had been for some time engaged, 
appeared in 1863, and some pas- 
sages are said to have given great 
offence at the Court of the Tuileries. 
Theffifth volume appeared in 1875. 
At the general election of 1868 he 


was again returned for Bridgewater 
(which borough has since been dis- 
j franchised), but on petition was 
unseated 

EIHGLAKE, Eobert Arthur, 
brother of the historian of the 
Crimean War, was born at Taunton 
m 1813, and was educated at Ottery 
Saint Mary, Devonshire. For more 
than half a century he has devoted 
himself to works of charity and 
benevolence, directmg his especial 
efforts to the improvement of the 
moml and physic^ condition of the 
labouring classes. The extension 
of penny and other savings banks, 
the promotion of the labourers' 
“"allotment" system, and the im- 
provement of the dwellings of the 
agricultural poor, are objects which 
have chiefly occupied his attention. 
He established a Court of Eecon- 
ciliation" in his native town, by 
means of which he has been enabled, 
under the mfluence of friendly me- 
diation, to settle a large number of 
quarrels without involving the con- 
tending parties in any "costs." 
The “Court of Eeconciliation " is 
held twice weekly at his own resi- 
dence at Haines Hill. Mr. King- 
lake was one of the principal pro- 
moters of the West of England 
Sanatorium established nesir Wes- 
ton-super-Mare. In another, but 
equally useful direction, he has 
extended his untiring labours by 
seeking to ameliorate the condition 
of discharged prisoners. He was 
the originator, in his native county, 
of its famous and well-known “ Val- 
halla of Worthies," which includes 
the busts of Locke, Blake, Pym, 
and others. He is the author of a 
memoir of General Guyon, the 
famous English hero in the Hun- 
garian War of Independence — o. 
work which called forth the warm 
approval of Kossuth and his friends. 
]^. Kinglake is also the author of 
a work on Land Transfer, and of 
various pamphlets on sodal sub- 
jects. 

KIHGSTOH, Bishop op. {See 
Courtenay, Dr.' 
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KIEBY, Thu Eight Eev. Tobias, 
Bishop of Lita, "was bom in the 
diocese of Waterford, in 1803, and 
■went to Eome in 1829, when he 
determined to embrace the ecclesi- 
astical profession, and entered him- 
self a student at the Eoman Semi- 
nary. Among his fellow students 
was the present Pope, Leo XIII. 
Mr. Kirby was ordained a priest in 
1833. His learmng and piety caused 
his selection for the post of Vice- 
Eector of the Irish College in 1835, 
and in 1850 he succeeded Cardinal 
Cullen as Eector. That office he 
has held during eventful periods. 
He witnessed the revolution which 
drove out Pius IX and the restora- 
tion of the same Pontiff, and again 
that other revolution which led to 
the usurpation of the temporal 
power. As the trusted agent of 
the Irish and many Colonial 
Bishops, Monsignor Kirby had fre- 
quent communications with Pius 
IX., who created him in 1860 a 
Private Chamberlain, and with 
Leo Xm., who soon after his 
accession raised him to the rank of 
Domestic Prelate. In May, 1881, 
he was appointed Bishop of Lita, 
%n partihus injidelium. 

KIEK, John, M.D., was born at 
Arbirlot, near Arbroath, Porfar- 
shire, in 1833. He graduated M.D. 
in^the University of Edinburgh in 
1854 and early distmguished him- 
self in botany and other depart- 
ments of natural history. He 
served on the Civil Medical Staff 
during the Crimean War, and sub- 
sequently, for six years, as natural- 
ist and second in command of 
Livingstone’s second exploring ex- 
pedition BQs health now giving 
way, he returned to England for a 
time, and then went back to Africa 
in the consular service He was 
soon promoted to be Consul-G-eneral 
at Zanzibar, and ultimately Politi- 
cal Agent. In the latter capacity 
he accompanied the Sultan of Zan- 
zibar in his visit to England in 
1875, having pre-viously, by his 
great influence with that potentate. 


induced him to enter into a treaty for 
the abolition of the slave trade in his 
dominions. By his own exertions, 
and the aid he has afforded to other 
explorers. Dr Kirk has materially 
aided the progress of geographical 
discovery in East Africa j but his 
great achievement is the almost 
complete suppression of the slave 
trade in the greater part of Eastern 
Africa 

KIEKWOOD, Daniel, LL D , 
born in Harford county, Maryland, 
Sept 27, 1814. Prom 1838 to 1850 
he taught mathematics in various 
institutions In 1851 he became 
Professor of Mathematics in Dela- 
ware College ; and since 1856 has 
held a similar position in the In- 
diana University. In 1849 he 
published a paper setting forth his 
discovery of the analogy between 
the periods of rotation of the 
primary planets. In vol. xxix of 
the Monthly Notices of the Eoyal 
Astronomical Society appeared a 
notable paper by_^Jiaitf^ on “The 
Nebular Hypothe^, and the Ap- 
proximate Commensurability of the 
Planetary Periods,” m which the 
Theory of Laplace was applied to 
explam the existence of the gaps 
in the zone of the minor planets 
between Mars and Jupiter, and also 
assigning a physical cause for the 
hiatus in the ring of Saturn. He 
has also published “Meteoric As- 
tronomy,” 1867 5 and “ Comets and 
Meteors: their phenomena in all 
Ages, their Mutual Eolations, and 
the Theory of their Origin,” 1873. 

KIT CHIN, The Yert Eev. 
Oeobgb William, D.D., Dean of 
Winchester, was born Dec. 7, 1827, at 
Naughton parsonage, Suffolk, being 
son of the Eev. I. Kitchin, Eector 
of St. Stephen’s, Ips-wich, by 
his wife, a daughter of Eev. W. 
Bardgett, Eector of Melmerby, 
Cumberland. He was educated at 
Ipswich Grammar School, King’s 
College School, and Christ Church, 
Oxford (B.A. — double first-class — 
1850 5 M.A. 1853; D.D.1883). 'He 
was appointed Tutor of Christ 
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dnircli in 1853; Head Master of 
Twyford School in 1855, Censor 
and Tutor of Christ Church in 
1861 , Proctor of the University in 
1863 ; Tutor to H E H the Crown 
Prince of Denmark in 1863 ; Cen- 
sor of non-coUegiate students, 
1868-1883 , History Lecturer at 
Christ Church, and History Tutor 
at Christ Church, in 1882 ; and 
Dean of Winchester in 1883, in 
succession to Dean Bramston, who 
retired He was Select Preacher 
at Oxford in 1863 and 1864!, and 
Whitehall Preacher in 1866 and 
1867. He was a member of the Heb- 
domadal Council of the University 
of Oxford, 1879-83 ; Governor of Ips- 
wich Endowed Schools, and was 
formerly Examining Chaplain to 
the Bishop of Chester His works 
include editions of Bacon^s ‘’^Hovum 
Organum,^^ 2 vols., 1855 ; Bacon^s 

Advancement of Learning " 
and "Twyford Prayers,^^ 1860; 
^'Spenser^s Faery Queene,^^ i., ii. 
1867, 1869 ; Catalogue of MSS 
in Christ Church Library,” 1867; 
translations of "'Brachet^s French 
Grammar,” 1869 , and of the 
same author^s "French Dictionary,” 
1873. Dr. Eitchin is the trans- 
lator of part of Bankers "Englische 
Geschichte,” and author of a "His- 
tory of France,” 3 vols. (Clarendon 
Press), 1873, &c. ; and " Life of 
Pope Pius for the Arundel 

Society, 1881. 

ELAPKA, Geosge, bom at 
Temeswar, April 7, 1820, entered 
the army at the age of eighteen, 
was at fi^t attached to the artillery, 
and completed his military educa- 
tion at Yienna. Sent, in 1847, 
into a frontier regiment, he was 
disgusted with the profession, and 
resigned. He was about to travel 
abroad when the Eevolution of 1848 
broke out, and he resumed the pro- 
fession of arms. Fighting against 
Austria, he took command of a 
company of Honveds, and distin- 
guished himself in the war against 
the Servians Towards the close 
of 1848 he was the chief of the 


staff of Gen Eis, and after the 
defeat of Easchau (Jan. 4, 1849), 
replaced Messaros at the head of 
his corps d’a'i mee. Under Eossuth 
he was Minister at War, and en- 
tered completely into the views of 
the Government of the Eevolution. 
Quitting the Ministry, he took 
command of Comom, and vainly 
endeavoured to reconcile Kossuth 
and Gorge! After the unfortunate 
capitulation of Vilagos (Aug. 13, 
1849), Edapka maintained himself 
heroically m Comorn, and menaced 
Austria and Styria, until he heard 
of the alleged defection of Gorgei. 
In Sept. 1849, a convention was 
signed between the defenders of 
the place and Gen. Haynau, and 
Klapka went into exile, first m 
London, and afterwards in Switzer- 
land and Italy. His "Memoirs,” 
published at Leipsic in 1850, were 
followed by " The National War in 
Hungary and Transylvania,” in 
4851. In the unfortunate arrange- 
ments set on foot by Garibaldi for 
the attempt on Eome, in 1862, 
when he sought to excite the Hun- 
garians to take the field, a judicious 
counter-proclamation from Klapka, 
pointing out the headlong temerity 
and rashness of the undertaking, 
kept them quietly in their homes. 
In 1866, however, after the defeat 
of Austria at Eoniggratz, he formed 
a company of Honveds, and endea- 
voured to bring about a revolution 
in Hungary, but the attempt failed, 
and Klapka fled to Oderberg. In 
1873 he imdertook the reorganisa- 
tion of the Turkish army. 

KNOWLES, James, bom in 1831, 
was educated as an architect at a 
private school, at University Col- 
lege, in his father^ s office, and in 
Italy. He is a FeEow of the Eoyal 
Institute of British Architects, and 
has executed many architectural 
works, chiefly in London and its 
neighbourhood — amongst which 
may be mentioned, Aldworth, the 
Surrey residence of Mr. Alfred 
Tennyson ; Kensmgton House, 
with its gardens and adjuncts ; the 
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Thatclied House Club, St. James’ 
Street ; the public garden and foun- 
tain in Leicester Square ; Albert 
mansions in Victoria Street ; and 
St Saviour’s, St Philip’s, and St. 
Stephen’s Churches at Clapham 
Mr. Knowles has also been engaged 
in literature from an early age, 
contributmg many articles to jour- 
nals and reviews, and in 1860 
compiling (from Sir Thomas Malory) 
" The Story of King Arthur,” which 
reached a sixth edition In 1869 
he originated ‘^^The Metaphysical 
Society,” a club consistmg of forty 
members, chiefly being eminent 
representatives of the most various 
forms of contemporai*y thought 
and belief on speculative subjects 
— ^Anglican, Eoman Catholic, Non- 
conformist, Positivist, Agnostic, 
and Atheistic — and constituted for 
the full, free, and confidential dis- 
cussion of philosophical questions. 
In 1870 he succeeded Dean Alford 
in the editorship of the Contem- 
porary Review^ which, by enlisting 
the aid of the members of the 
Metaphysical Society, he raised to 
a position of influence and import- 
ance. In 1877, owing to a change 
in the proprietorship of the Contem- 
porary Review, a separation took 
place between it and Mr. Knowles, 
when — supported by more than one 
hundred writers of celebrity (mostly 
members of the Metaphysical 
Society and contributors to the 
Contemporary Review) — he esta- 
blished The Nineteenth Century, a 
monthly review, in which, as his 
own property, the prmciple of the 
unfettered and unbiassed discussion 
of all topics of public interest by 
authors signing their own names, 
might be preserved without mter- 
ference The Nineteenth Century 
immediately attained and pre- 
serves a circulation unprecedented 
amongst similar undertakings 
KNOX, The EiaHT Eev. Robbbt 
Bent, D.D., Bishop of Down, Con- 
nor and Dromore, son of the late 
Hon. and Venerable C. Knox, arch- 
deacon of Armagh, and a relative | 


of the Earl of Kanfurly, was born 
in 1808, and educated at Trinity 
College, Dublin. Having been suc- 
cessively Prebendary of Limerick 
and Chancellor of Ardfert and 
Aghadoe, he was advanced to the 
episcopate in 1849. 

KOCH, Kabl Heinrich Em- 
manuel, born at Weimar in 1809, 
studied the natural sciences and 
medicine at Wurzburg and Jena. 
In 1836 he undertook a scientific 
journey to Southern Kussia, tie 
result of which was his interesting 
work, " A Journey across Kussia to 
the Isthmus of the Caucasus,” pub- 
lished in 1842-3 On his return to 
Jena he was appointed Assistant- 
Professor of Botany, and in 1843 
set out again to explore Turkey, 
Armenia, the Pontus, the Caspian 
Sea, and the Caucasus, in order to 
collect the materials of a work, 
entitled '^Wanderings in the East,” 
which appeared in 1846-7. The 
third volume, under the title., of 
" The Crimea and Odessa,”TLadbeeh ' 
in part published when the war in 
the East broke out Koch has 
written a number of works on 
various subjects in natiual history, 
and published m 1851 an excellent 
map of the " Caucasian Isthmus,” 
with explanatory notes on the 
pohtical, ethnographical, botani- 
cal, and geognostic state of the 
country. 

KOSSUTH, Louis, ex-Q-overnor 
of Hungary, was born April 21, 
1802, at Monok, in the county of 
Zemplin, where his father was a 
small owner, of the noble class. 
Louis was educated at the Pro- 
testant College of Scharasehpatack, 
where he qualified himself for the 
profession of an advocate, obtained 
his diploma in 1826, and in 1830 
became agent to the Countess Sza- 
pary, and as such sat in the Comital 
Assembly. At the age of twenty- 
seven he took his seat in the 
National Diet of Presburg, as re- 
presentative of a magnate. He 
published reports of the proceedings 
of this assembly on lithographed 
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sheets, imtil they ‘were suppressed 
by the OoTemment, and afterwards 
in MS. circulars The Oovernment, 
which determined not to allow 
reports of pai’liamentary debates 
to become current in Hungary, 
prosecuted him for high treason; 
and in 1839 he was sentenced to 
four years’ imprisonment. After 
about a year and a half of confine- 
ment, he was liberated under an 
act of amnesty. In Jan. 1841, he 
became chief editor of the Hirlap, 
a newspaper published at Pesth. 
His influence with his countrymen 
steadily increased until, in March, 
1848, he entered Vienna with a 
deputation to ui'ge the claims of his 
country upon the Government, and 
returned to Presbm*g as Minister of 
Fmance Under his influence the 
internal reforms which he had ad- 
vocated were carried out ; the 
last remains of the oppressive 
feudal system weie swept away, 
and the peasants were declared 
free from all seignorial claims, the 
country undertaking to indemnify 
the landlords The Diet was dis- 
solved, and a new Diet summoned 
for July 2, by which Kossuth was 
created Governor of Hungary, and 
he held that post during the civil 
war of 1848-9. After the efforts of 
the Hungarians had been crushed, 
mainly by the aid of Eussian armed 
intervention, Kossuth was com- 
pelled to retire to Turkey. He 
reached Schumla with Bern, Dem- 
binski, Perczel, Guyon, and 5000 
men, and was appointed a residence 
in Widdin. Austria and Eussia 
wished the refugees to be given up, 
in which case they would probably ^ 
have been executed. Through the 
intervention of England and France, 
the demand was refused. The 
late Sultan behaved with great 
humanity and disinterestedness on 
the occasion. The refugees were 
removed to Kutahia, in Asia Minor, 
where they remained prisoners 
until Aug. 22, 1851, Kossuth left 
Kutahia Sept 1, and after touching 
at Spezzia, called at Marseilles, 


but was refused permission to travel 
through France. Having been 
hospitably received at Gibraltar 
and at Lisbon, he reached South- 
ampton Oct. 28, sailed for the 
United States Kov. 21, and made a 
tour, agitatmg in favour of Hun- 
gary. He soon returned to England, 
where he lesided for some years, 
occupying himself chiefly m writing 
for newspapers, and delivering lec- 
times against the house of Haps- 
burg. One of the occasions on which 
his name was brought prominently 
before the pubhc was in 1860, when 
the Austrian Government mstituted 
a successful process against Messrs. 
Day and Sons for hthographing 
seveial millions of bank-notes for 
circulation in Hungary, signed by 
Kossuth,as governor of that country. 
In Kov. 1861, he published in the 
Perseveranzag an Italian journal, a 
long letter, setting forth the situa- 
tion of Hungai*y, and urging the 
Italians to commence war against 
Austria, with the view of enabling 
the Hungarians to develop their 
strength against that Power , issued 
an inflammatory address to the 
Hungarians, June 6, 1866, and after 
the close of the war of that year 
advised the Hungarians to reject 
the concessions offered by Francis 
Joseph. He was elected deputy 
for Waitzen, Aug. 1, 1867, but he 
declined to accept the office. In 
April, 1875, M. Kossuth was living 
in an unpretending dwelling in 
Turin, where he had resided for 
thirteen years, in the strictest 
privacy. Latterly he has devoted 
much of his time to science, and 
he published a paper on the " Far- 
benveranderung der Sterne ” in 
1871. In Kov. 1879, he lost his 
rights as a Hungarian citizen, as 
the Chamber of Deputies adopted 
a Bill declaring that any native of 
the country who voluntarily resided 
abroad for an uninterrupted period 
of ten years should lose his civil 
status. The Extreme Left violently 
opposed the measure, accusi^ the 
Government of levelling it directly 
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against Kossntli, but it was finally 
carried by 141 votes to 52. Kossntb 
was engaged for several years in 
writing bis Memoirs/^ the last 
volume of wbicb appeared in 1882. 

ZEUPP, Frederick, a celebrated 
metal-founder, proprietor of tbe 
enormous manufactory at Essen, 
in Ebenisb Prussia, originally 
established by his father in 1827. 
At first the elder Zrupp had only 
two workmen, and the works were 
conducted on the most limited 
scale; but under the supervision 
of the son they attamed to their 
present colossal proportions. Frede- 
rick Zrupp is the discoverer of the 
method of casting steel in very 
large masses. He sent to the 
London Exhibition of 1851 a block 
weighing forty-five G-erman quin- 
tals ; and at ihe present time he is 
able to east a block weighiug more 
than four thousand quintals. Herr 
Zrupp manufactures a large num- 
ber of articles used for peaceful 
purposes, but his name is more 
particularly associated with the 
gigantic steel siege guns which the 
Germans used with such terrible 
effect against the city of Paris. In 
1864 the Zing of Prussia offered 
him letters of nobihty, which he 
declined to accept. 

ZtlCZEZ, Frederick William, 
composer, was born Nov. 10, 1810, 
at Bleekede, in Luneburg. His 
youthful compositions attractmg 
the attention of the Grand-Duke of 
MecHenburg-Schwerin, he became, 
at the age of nineteen, professor 
of music to the hereditary prince, 
whom he accompanied to Berlin, 
where he took lessons of Eombach, 
and published his first opera, "The 
Swiss Flight,” which had a great 
success. After spending some time 
at the court of the ESng of Hanover, 
he visited Yienna, and at this city 
some of his ballads first attracted 
attention. From 1843 till 1846 M. 
Zucken resided in Paris, where he 
took lessons of Halevy, and com- 
posed his opera, " The Pretender,” 
as well as several romances, to six 


of which Heinrich Heine furnished 
words. Among his compositions 
may be cited, in addition to operas, 
five sonatas for piano and vioHn, 
and one hundred and twenty songs 
and ballads, the words of many of 
which have been translated into 
English. He obtained in 1848 the 
first prize at several German phil- 
harmonic societies, and in 1852 the 
three prizes for song music offered 
at the Antwerp musical /^te, and 
was until 1861 capell-meister to 
the Zing of Wurtemburg. In the 
last-mentioned year he retired to 
Schwerin. 

ZTJENEN, Abraham, D.D , 
LL.D., is a native of Haarlem, 
where he was born Sept. 9, 1828. 
He was educated in the local G3 tqi- 
nasium. , In 1846 he was entered 
as a student of theology in the 
University of Leyden, and in 1821 
took with great distinction the 
doctor’s degree in that faculty. 
The next year he qualified as Pro- 
fessor Exfraordmary of the science 
by a learned dissertation on the 
importance of an exact knowledge 
of Hebrew antiquity for the study. 
In 1853 the Academical Senate 
honoured him with the doctorate 
m hterature, and in Oct. 1855, he 
became Ordinary Professor of 
Theology. Dr Zuenen had already 
made himself a great name as a 
critic of the Biblical books, and 
especially of the Pentateuch, 
having published in the years 
1851-54 a most important Latin 
work on Abu Said's Arabic version 
of Genesis, Exodus, and Leviticus 
from the Samaritan Pentateuch. 
Among the most noteworthy of his 
numerous later works are ms three 
volumes, which appeared in the 
years 1861-65 under the title "His- 
torico-Critical Investigation into 
the Origin and Collection of the Old 
Testament Books.” A French 
translation of the first volume, by 
A. Pierson, appeared at Paris in 
1866, and a second was published 
in 1879, with a preface by M. 
Eenan. A bitter and protracted 
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controversy was kindled in this 
country by Bishop Colenso's publi- 
cation here in 1865 of his translation 
of the earliest chapters of the same 
work under the title " The Penta- 
teuch and the Book of Joshua 
Critically Examined Among 
later works by Professor Kuenen 
which have appeared in our lan- 
guage may be mentioned “The 
Eeligion of Israel to the Fall of 
the Jewish State ” (London, 1874- 
75), and “The Prophets and Pro- 
phecy in Israel (London, 1877). 
The translator of the latter was 
the Eev Adam Milroy, M,A., and 
it was furnished with an introduc- 
tion by Dr. J. Muir. Many papers 
by Dr. Kuenen will be found in the 
Transactions of the Amsterdam 
Eoyal Academy of Sciences, of 
which he was ^ected a Fellow in 
1865. The Hibbert lectures for 
the year 1882 were delivered at 
Oxford and in London by Dr. 
Kuenen, the subject being “Ka- 
tional Eeligions and Dniversal 
Eeligions.'" He presided over the 
sixth Congress of Orientalists held 
at Leyden in Sept. 1883. 

KDPEE, Admieal Sib ATroirsTtrs 
Leopold, O.C B , the fourth son of 
the late Eev. William. Huper, D.D., 
who was chaplain to her Majesty 
the late Queen Dowager, was bom 
in 1809, and entered the Eoyal 
Havy in 1823.. He saw some active 
service on the South American and 
Mediterranean stations, and in 
1841 served with distinction in 
China, where he took an active 
part in the operations • at Canton. 
He became Commander in 1839, 
Captain in 1841, attained flag rank 
in 1861, and was appointed, in the 
last-mentioned year, Commander- 
in-Chief on the East Indian and 
China station, with temporary rank 
of Yiee-Admiral, and in that capa- 
city superintended the operations 
on the coast of Japan in 1864, for 
which successful services he was 
created a K.C.B. He was created a 
G-.C.B in 1869; made an Admiral 
in 1872 ; and was placed on the 


retired list of that rank in Sept. 
1875. Since 1874 he has enjoyed 
a “ good service pension of .£300 
a year.

L A B I C H E, Eugenb Mabin, a 
French dramatist, bom at Paris, 
5th May, 1815, was educated at the 
College Bourbon, then entered the 
School of Law, and made his first 
attempts at authorship in 1835, 
when he sent various contributions 
to the minor journals of the day. 
In 1838 he published a novel, “ La 
Clef des Champs,^^ and wrote, in 
conjunction with M. Marc Mi^el 
and M. Lefranc, M. de CoyUin, on 
THomme infiniment poli,^' for the 
debut of Grassot at the Palais Eoyal 
theatre. In spite of the doubtful 
success of this piece, M. Labiche 
thenceforward devoted himself to 
the production of farces of the 
same description, with the most 
extravagant plots and abounding 
in drofi situations. The pieces 
he has brought out, chiefly in 
collaboration with other writers, 
are upwards of 100 in number. 
Among the most successful are: — 

Deux papas tres bien,'^ 1845 ; 
“Frisette,^' 1846; “Madame Lari- 
fla,^^ 1849 , Embrassons-nous ” and 
“FollevOle,” 1850; “Dn gaT9on de 
chez Yery/^ 1850; “Dne femme qui 
perd ses jarretieres ” and “ Le 
Chapeau de paille dTtalie," 1851 ;

in four acts, one of the best of its

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Yille, 1861) ; La Poudre aux yeux/^ 
a comedy in two acts (Oymnase^ 
same year) , "La Station de CLamp- 
bandet/^ in three acts (Palais PoyaL 
same year) , " Les Petits Oiseanx/' 
in three acts (VaudeYillej 1862) , 
" Celimare le bien-aime/' in three 
acts (Palais Eoyah 1863) , 
a comedy in ^ three acts (Theatre 
Fran9ais)^ 1864; "Bn mari qui 
lance sa femme/"* in three acts 
(GrymnasCj 1864) ; “ Le pomt de 
mire ” (G-ymnase^ 1864) , " La Cag- 
notte/"* in five acts (P^ais EoyaL 
1864) ; " L*Homme qni manque le 
Coche/^ comedy, in three acts (Va- 
rietes, 1865) ; " Le Premier prix de 
piano,” a comedy in one act (Palais 
Eoyal, 1865) ; "Tin Pied dans la 
Crime,” a comedy in three acts

Brigadier,” a comic opera in three 
acts (Opera Comique, 1867) ; Le 
Papa du Prix d^Honneur,” a farce 
in four acts, written conjointly with 
M. Theodore Barri^re (Palais Eoyal, 
1868) ; Le Eoi d^Amatibou/^ in 
four acts (same theatre, 1868) , " Le 
Corricolo,” in three acts (Opera 
Comique, 1868); "Le Choix d*un 
Oendre ” (May, 1869), for the 
inauguration of the new hall of 
the Yaudeville ; "Le Plus heureux 
des trois,^* written conjointly with 
M. Grondinet (Palais Eoyal, 1870) ; 
" Le Cachemire,” 1870 ; " L^En- 
nemie,^^ written conjointly with M. 
Belacour, 1871 j " Le Livre bleu,” 
in collaboration with M. Blum, 
1871; "H est de la pohce,” con- 
jointly with M. Leroy, 1872 ; " Doit- 
on le dire,” with M, Duru, 1873 ; 
"La Memoire d^Hortense,” with M. 
Delacour, 1873 ; "Yingt-neuf degr^s 
a Pombre,” 1873, "Brfdons Yol- 
taire,” with M. Leroy, 1874 ; " G-a- 
ranti dix ans,” with M. Gille, 1874; 
" Madame est trop belle,” with M. 
Duru, 1874; "La Piece de Cham- 
bertin,” with M Dufresnois, 1874 ; 
"Les Samedis de Madame,” with 
M. Duru, 1875; "Les Trente mil- 
lions de Oladiator,” with M. Grille, 
1875; "ITn Mouton a Pentresol,” 
with M. A. Second, 1875; "La 


Charge de cavalerie,” 1876. On 
Feb. 20, 1880, he was elected a 
member of the French Academy, 
Feb. 26, 1880, in the room of M. de 
Sacy, and his reception took place on 
Nov. 25, when M. John Lemoinne 
delivered the address of welcome. 

LABUAN, Bishop OF. (See Hose.) 

LACEOIX, Paul, who writes 
under the pseudonym of the" Bi- 
bliophile Jacob,” born in Pans, 
Feb. 27, 1806, is the author of a 
series of novels and romances, which 
derive their interest from the curious 
details of book-knowledge on which 
they are founded. He was ap- 
pointed Cmator of the Library of 
the Arsenal in Paris in 1855. He 
was decorated with the Legion of 
Honour in 1835, and promoted 
Grand OfS.cer, Jan. 8, 1860. M. 
Paul Lacroix has contributed to 
numerous journals, has written 
dramas and novels, and has distm- 
guished himself as an archaeologist. 
The most magnificent of his richly 
illuminated antiquarian works, ori- 
ginally written in French, have ap- 
peared in English under thejtotlps 
of " The Arts of the MiddlS'Ages , ” 
"Manners, Customs, and Dress of 
the Middle Ages,” 1873 ; " Military 
and Eeligious Life in the Middle 
Ages, and at the Period of the Ee- 
naissance,” 1874 , and " Science and 
Literature in the Middle Ages, and 
at the Period of the Eenaissance,” 

1878. 

LACY, The Eioht Ebv. Eichaed, 
D.D., Bishop of Middlesbrough, was 
born Jan. 16, 1841, at Navan, co. 
Meath, and educated at St. Cuth- 
bert*s College, IJshaw, and at Eome. 
He was appointed first, in 1868, 
Curate at St. Patrick's Church, 
Bradford, Yorkshire, and secondly, 
in 1872, Incumbent of St. Mary's 
Church, Middlesbrough - on - Tees . 
He became Eural Dean in 1874; 
Missionary Eector in 1878 ; and the 
first Bishop of Middlesbrough in 

1879, being consecrated on Dec. 18 
by H.E. Cardinal Mannmg, as- 
sisted by the Bishops of Leeds and 
Liverpool. The Bishop's priestly 
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career lias been entirely devoted to 
pastoral vrork^, nioie particularly to 
the education of lus flock He built 
St. Mary^s SclioolSj St. Patrick's 
Schools, St. Peter's School Chapel, 
Southbank, and finally St Mary's 
Cathedral, Middlesbrough 

LAHORE, Bishop op. {See 
French ) 

LAINO, Saihuel, M.P.,son of Mr. 
SamuelLaing,ofE.apdale,co Orkney, 
and nephew of Mr Malcolm Lamg, 
author of a " History of Scotland," 
bom at Edinburgh in 1810, was edu- 
cated at St. John's College, Cam- 
bridge, where he took his B A.degree 
in 1832, being second wrangler and 
second Smith's prizeman. He was 
elected a fellow of St John's, re- 
sided in the university as a mathe- 
matical tutor, and entered at Lin- 
coln's Inn, where he was called to 
the bar m 1840, and soon after 
became private secretary to Mr 
Labouchere, then President of the 
Board of Trade Upon the forma- 
tion of the Railway Department, 
he was appointed secretary, and 
thenceforth distinguished himself 
in railway legislation under suc- 
cessive presidencies of the Board 
of Trade. In 1844 he proved the 
results of his experience in "A 
Report on British and Foreign 
Railways," gave much valuable 
evidence before a committee of the 
Commons upon Railways, and to 
his suggestions the humbler classes 
are mainly indebted for the con- 
venience of parliamentary trains at 
a minimum rate of payment of one 
penny per mile. In 1845 Mr Laing 
was nominated a member of the 
Railway Commission, presided over 
by Lord Dalhousie, and drew up 
the chief reports on the railway 
schemes of that period. Had his 
"^commendations been followed, 

.uch of the commercial crisis of 
1843 would, as has since been 
proved, have been averted. The 
reports of the commission having 
been rejected by Parliament, the 
commission was dissolved, and Mr. 
Laing, who resigned his post at the 


Board of Trade, returned to prac- 
tice at the bar In 1848 he ac- 
cepted the post of Chairman and 
Managing Duector of the Brighton 
Railway Company, and under his 
administration the passenger traffic 
of the line was in five years nearly 
doubled. In 1852 he became Cham- 
man of the Crystal Palace Company, 
from which he retired in 1855, as 
well as from the chairmanship of 
the Brighton Railway Company. 
In July, 1852, Mr. Laing was re- 
turned m the Liberal interest for 
the Wick district, which he repre- 
sented till 1857, and having been 
re-elected in April, 1859, resigned 
in Oct , 1860, on proceeding to 
India as Fmanee Mhuster, in place 
of the late Mr. James Wilson, and 
was once more elected in July, 1865. 
He was an -unsuccessful candida-te 
for Wick in Xov. 1868, but in Jan. 
1873, he agam obtained a seat in 
the House of Commons as member 
for Orkney and Shetland. Mr. 
Laing, who was Financial Secretary 
to the Treasury from June, 1859, 
till Oct. 1860, again accepted the 
chairmanship of the Brighton Rail- 
way m 1867. 

LAKE, The YeetRev. William 
Charles, D.D., Dean of Durham, 
son of Capt. Lake, bom in Jan. 
1817, was educated at Rugby under 
Dr. Arnold, whence he was elected, 
in 1834, -fco a scholarship at Baliol 
College, Oxford, and took first-class 
honours in classics. He obtained 
•the Latin Essay, became Fellow 
and Tutor of his College, Proctor 
and University Preacher and Public 
Examiner m classics and in modern 
history. Lord Panmure named him 
member of a commission to inquire 
into the state of military education 
in Prance, Prussia, Austria, and 
Sardinia, and conjomtly with Col. 
Tolland, R.E., he submitted, in 
1856, a report on the subject to 
both Houses of Parliament. He 
was again appointed, in 1868, mem- 
ber of the royal commission under 
the presidency of the late Duke of 
Newcastle, to report on the state of 
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popular education in England , in 
1858 was presented by his college 
to the living of Huntspill,Somerset ; 
was appointed by the Bishop of 
London preacher at the Chapel 
Royal of WhitehaU ; and was made 
prebendary of Wells. In 1868 he 
was again member of the royal 
commission on military education^ 
and on Aug. 9^ 1869, was appomted 
to the deanery of Durham by Mr. 
Q-ladstone On June 2, 1881, he 
married Miss Katherine Grladstone, 
niece of the Premier 

LAMAR, Ltjcitjs Quintits Cin- 
ciNNATTJS, born in Putnam county, 
Georgia, Sept. 17, 1825. He 

graduated at Emory College, 1845, 
studied law, and was admitted to 
the Georgia Bar, 1847. He moved 
to Mississippi in 1849, was elected 
a representative in Congress in 
1856, and re-elected in 1858^. When 
the State of Mississippi passed the 
ordinance of secession, in 1861, he 
resigned his seat, and became a 
colonel m the Confederate army, 
but was soon sent (1863) on a 
mission to Russia After the close 
of the civil war he was made Pro- 
fessor of Political Economy and 
Social Science m the University of 
Mississippi, 1866, and in the follow- 
ing year was transferred to the 
Professorship of Law. His civil 
disabilities having been removed, 
he was, in 1872, elected to Congress 
from Mississippi, and was re-elected 
in 1874. In 1876 he was elected 
Senator in Congress. He has taken 
a prominent place among those ex- 
Confederate statesmen who are 
endeavouring to bring about a per- 
fect harmony between the different 
sections of the Union. 

LAMBERT, Sib John, K C.B , 
son of the late Mr Daniel Lambert, 
of Milford Hall, Salisbury, by Mary 
Muriel, daughter of Mr C. Jinks, 
of Oundle, was bom at Bridzor, 
Tisbury, Wilts, in 1815. He was 
educated at St. Gregory's College, 
Downside, near BaSi, and after- 
wards, having entered the profes- 
sion of the law, practised as a 


solicitor at Salisbury. In conse- 
quence of his exertions during the 
visitation of cholera and of his suc- 
cessful efforts to improve the sani- 
tary condition of that city, he was 
elected Mayor in 1854. In 1857 he 
accepted from Mr. Bouverie an In- 
spectorship of Poor Laws, and in 
1863, at the request of Mr YiUiers, 
then President of the Poor Law 
Board, he came to London to assist 
in devising measures to meet the 
distress m the cotton manufacturing 
districts. The Public Works Manu- 
facturing Districts Act, which effec- 
tually allayed the alarming discon- 
tent among the operatives, was 
framed by him, and he afterwards 
superintended the administration 
of the measure. In 1865 and 1866 
he prepared for the Cabinet of Earl 
Russell the voluminous statistics 
for the Reform Bill, and in 1867 he 
drew up the scheme for the Metro- 
politan Poor Act, introduced by Mr 
Gathorne Hardy, now Lord Cran- 
brook, and on its passing was 
appomted by him Receiver of the 
Metropolitan Common Poor Fund. 
In the same year he was consulted 
by Mr, Disraeli on various pro- 
visions of the Representation of the 
People Act, and assisted him 
throughout the progress of the bill. 
He was attached to the Boundary 
Commission appointed under the 
Act, and subsequently selected as a 
member of the Royal Sanitary Com- 
mission. In 1869 and 1870 he went 
to Ireland at the request of Mr. 
Gladstone to- obtain information on 
special points connected with the 
Irish Church and Land Bills j and 
when the Local Government Board 
was formed in 1871 he was ap- 
pomted its permanent secretary, 
having previously, on the recom- 
mendation of Mr. Gladstone, re- 
ceived the distinction of C.B. He 
was created a K.C.B. in 1879. Sir 
J. Lambert is the author of Lec- 
tures on Modern Legislation,^' and 
the Vagrancy Laws." 

LAMIHGTON (Lobd), The 
Rioht Hon. Alexander Dundas 
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Eoss WiSHAET Baillie GoOHRANEj 
eldest son of Admiral Sir Thomas 
JTohn Cochrane, K C B., by his first 
wife, Matilda Eoss Wishart, daugh- 
ter of Lieutenant-General Sir 
Charles Eoss, Bart., was bom in 
Nov. 1816, and educated at Eton 
School and Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge. He was M.P. for Bridport 
in the Conservative interest from 
1841 till 1846, and from 1847 till 
1852 ; for Honiton from 1859 till 
1868, and was returned for the 
Isle of Wight in 1870, on a vacancy 
bemg caused by the death of Sir 
John Simeon. He represented that 
constituency till Apnl, 1880, when 
he was raised to the peerage as 
Baron Lamington. He is the author 
of" Poems,” privately printed, 1838 ,* 
"Ezeter Hallj or. Church Polem- 
ics,” 1841 , " The Morea,” a poem, 
second edition, 1841, "The State of 
Greece,” 1847, "Ernest Yane,” 2 
vols., 1849 5 " Elorence the Beauti- 
ful,” 2 vols., 1854 ; " The Map of 
Italy,” 1856 ,• " Young Italy : His- 
toric Pictures,” 2 vols., 1865 ; 
"Francis the First, and other 
Blstoric Studies,” 2 vols., 18705 
"The Theatre Fran 9 ais in the Eeign 
of Louis XY.,” 1879 ; and some 
political pamphlets. 

LAMPS ON, Sib Cuetis Mi- 
BANDA, Bart., born in Yermont, 
United States, Sept. 21, 1806, came 
to England in 1830, and was 
naturalized in 1848. Upon the for- 
mation of the company for laying 
the Atlantic telegraph, in 1856, he 
was appointed one of the directors, 
and became vice-chairman. The 
important aid rendered by him in 
the great undertaking was acknow- 
ledged in a letter from Lord Derby 
to Sir Stafford Northcote, who pre- 
sided at the banquet given at Liver- 
pool, Oct. 1, 1866, in honour of 
those gentlemen who had taken an 
active part in the laying of the 
cable ; and he was made a baronet 
Nov. 13, 1866. Sir Curtis Lampson 
is deputy-governor of the Hudson's 
Bay Company, and one of the trus- 
tees of the fund given by his friend 


the late Mr Peabody for the benefit 
of the poor of London 
LANGE YIN, The Hox. Sib 
Hectob Louis, K.C M.G., C B , 
born in Quebec, Aug. 25, 1S26, was 
educated at the Seminary in his 
native city, studied law at Montreal, 
and was called to the bar m 1850. 
He was created Q.C March 30, 1864. 
He was for some time chief editor of 
the Melanges Behgieux, a newspaper 
devoted to politics and theology, 
and published in Montreal ; was 
afterwards one of the editors of 
Le Qourmer du Canada^ a daily 
paper published m Quebec, and 
wrote Droit Administratif des 
Paroisses, or Parochial Laws and 
Customs of Lower Canada,” 1862. 
Mr. Langevin, elected Mayor of 
Quebec in Dec. 1357, was re-elected 
m 1858 and 1859, has filled the 
chan* of the Institut Canadien, and 
has been President of the St. Jean 
Baptiste Society of Quebec. He 
was elected, Jan. 2, 1858, member 
of the Provincial Parliament, by 
the county of Dorchester, and ha^ 
always supported the Conservative 
party. In March, 1864, Mr. Lange- 
vin became Solicitor-General for 
Lower Canada, with a seat in the 
Cabinet in Sir E. P. Tache's ad- 
ministration, and exchanged the 
former post for the Postmaster- 
Generalship in Nov. 1866. He was 
one of the Canadian delegates to 
the conference at Prince Edward 
Island, on the question of the Con- 
federation of the British North 
American Provinces in the summer 
of 1866, and afterwards to the Que- 
bec Conference, and repaired to 
London with other commissioners 
towards the end of that year, in 
order to complete the arrange- 
ments. On the reorganisation of 
the Dominion Cabinet in 1867, 3Mr. 
Langevin was transferred to the 
position of Secretary of State of 
Canada, Superintendent-General of 
Indian Affairs, and Eegistrar- 
General; and in Nov. 1^9 ex- 
changed this ofaee for that of Minis- 
ter of Public Works, which he re-

tained iintil tlie fall of the Mac- 
donald government in 1873. At the 
general elections of 1878 he was 
returned for Three Eivers (which 
he stiU represents) j and was sworn 
in as Postmaster-G-eneral in the 
Liheral-Conservative G-overnment 
of that year This portfolio he re- 
signed, in May, 1879, for that of 
the Ministry of Public Works, 
which he now holds. He was made 
a C.B. when in London completing 
the arrangements for the organisa- 
tion of the Dominion Government, 
and, in 1881 had the order of 
K C.M G. conferred upon him 

L AH G FORD, John Ali'REd, 
LL.D., was born at Birmingham, 
Sept. 12, 1823, and is self-educated 
He was a member of the Buming- 
ham Free Libraries Committee, 
1864-74 ; Teacher of English Litera- 
ture in the Birmingham and Mid- 
land Institute, 1868-74 j a Fellow 
of the Royal Historical Society from 
its foundation ; was elected member 
of the Birmingham School Board in 
1874, and re-elected in 1876, 1879, 
and 1882. He has been local editor 
of the Birmingham Daily Gazette 
' and the Birmingham Morning News. 
Dr, Langford is the author of

LAHK ESTER, Edwin Ray, 


M A., F.R.S , was born May 15^ 
1847, at 22, Old Bmdington-street, 
London, and educated at St Paul's 
School, London, and Christ Church, 
Oxford He was appointed Fellow 
and Lecturer of Exeter College, 
Oxford, in 1872, and Professor of 
Zoology and Comparative Anatomy 
in University College, London, in 
1874. In 1878 the professorship 
held by Mr. Lankester was selected 
by Mr Jodrell for endowment, with 
the interest of ^87,000, and subse- 
quently large laboratories and a 
museum adapted both to class 
teaching and to the pursuit of ori- 
ginal investigations in the field of 
natural history were placed at his 
disposal by the council of the Col- 
lege ; the arrangements carried out 
under Professor Lankester's direc- 
tion are the most complete of their 
kind. He was elected a Fellow of 
the Royal Society in 1875. He has 
published more than a hundred 
scientific memoirs (datmg from 
1865), mostly on comparative ana- 
tomy and palaeontology, the chief 
of which are A Monograph of the 
Fossil Fishes of the Old Red Sand- 
stone of Britain, Part I 1870 ; 
" Comparative Longevity,” 1871 ; 

Contributions to the Develop- 
mental History of the MoUusca” 
(Philos Trans. Royal Society), 
1875; Degeneration, a chapter in 
Darwinism,” 1880; ^^Limulus an 
Arachnid,” 1881 , and the English 
editions of HaeckeTs " History of 
Creation,” and of Gegenbaur's 
" Comparative Anatomy.” Besides 
these he has published numerous 
shorter memoirs, and has constantly 
contributed reviews and articles to 
the pages of the Athenosum, the 
Academy, and Nature. Smce 1869, 
when he joined his father, the late 
Dr. Edwin Lankester, in that work, 
he has been chief editor of the 
QuaHerly Journal of Micro sco;pical 
Science. During the years 1870-74, 
he was one of the sectional secre- 
taries of the British Association for 
the Advancement of Science, and 
organised the annual museum 
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wiLich lias become a featiire of the 
meetings of that body. In the 
autumn of 1876 Professor Lantester 
prosecuted the spirit-medium Slade^ 
and procured his conviction by Mr. 
Flowers at Bow Street as a com- 
mon rogue and vagabond." He 
has also taken a prominent part in 
the defence of scientific experiment 
on live animalSj and in the discus- 
sion of University Eeform. In 
April, 1882, the Regius chair of 
Natural History in the University 
of Edinburgh, was, on the death of 
Sir 'WyviUe Thomson, offered by 
the Home Secretary to Professor 
Lankester, and accepted by him. 
This had been the most coveted 
post to which a naturalist could 
aspire, both on account of its pecu- 
niary value and educational im- 
portance It was, however, inti- 
mated by the Government, at the 
moment of making the present 
appomtment, that the division of 
the chair and the alteration of the 
curriculum in such away as greatly 
to reduce the Professor's income 
from students' fees, were in con- 
templation. Emding that he would 
be unable under these circum- 
stances to develop the museum and 
laboratories of the University in a 
satisfactory manner, on account of 
the general uncertainty as to the 
contemplated changes. Professor 
Lankester rested i£e Regius Pro- 
fessorship a fortnight after his ap- 
pointment, and was immediately 
re-elected to the Jodrell Professor- 
ship m London. In November of 
the same year he was elected by 
the Royal Society to be a member 
of the Council of that body. 

LANMAN, ChabIiEs, born in | 
Monroe County, Michigan, June 14, 
1819. He received an academical 
education at Plainfield, Connecti- 
cut, and became successively a 
derk in a mercantile house in New 
York, a journalist, traveUer, pri- 
vate secretary to Daniel Webster, 
and librarian to the House of Re- 
presentatives. Prom 1871 to June, 
1882, he was Secretary of the 


Japanese legation at Washington, 
and since then has devoted himself 
to painting and writing. He has 
published ‘^Life on the Lakes," 
1836 ; " A Summer in the Wilder- 
ness," 1847 ; " Letters from Alle- 
ghany Mountains," 1849 , Private 
Life of Daniel Webster," 1852; 

Essays for Summer Hours," 1853 ; 

Sporting Adventures in the Wilds 
of America," 1857 , " Life of Wil- 
I liam Woolbridge," 186' "The 
! Red Book of Michigan," 1871 ; 
" The Japanese in America," 1872 ; 
" Biographical Annals of the Go- 
vernment of the United States," 
1876 ; "" Octavius Perinehief," 1880; 
and Recollections of Cunous 
Characters and Pleasant Places," 
Edmb., 1881, Svo. His most im- 
portant work is his Dictionary of 
Congress," of which several editions 
have appeared, the latest in 1876. 
It comprises biographical sketches 
of every member of Congress smce 
the formation of the Federal Go- 
vernment. 

LANSDOWNE (Marquis op). 
The Right Hoir. Henry Charles 
Keith Fitz-IMAurice, eldest son of 
the fourth Marquis of Lansdowne, 
K.G., by his second wife, the Hon. 
Emily Jane, eldest daughter of ihe 
Comte de Flahault and the Baroness 
Keith and Naime, was bom in 1845. 
He ‘was educated at Eton and at Ba- 
liol College, Oxford, and was for- 
merly a Captain in the Wilts 
Yeomanry Cavalry. He succeeded 
his father in the Marquisate and 
other titles in 1866. Lord Lans- 
downe was a Lord of the Treasury 
from 1868 to 1872, and Under- 
secretary for War from the latter 
date till 1874. He was appointed 
Under-Secretary for India when 
Mr Gladstone took office again in 
1880, but retired two months after- 
wards (July 8) owing to a disagree- 
ment with the Government on the 
subject of the Compensation for Dis- 
turbance (Ireland) Bill. In May, 
1883, the Queen approved the ap- 
pointment of Lord Lansdowne as 
Governor-General of Canada, in 
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succession to the Marquis of Lorne^ 
who was to retire in Oct. of that 
year^ on the completion of the 
period for which he was appointed. 
His lordship* is a magistrate for 
"Wilt shir e^ and also for the county 
of Kerry. He marriedj in 1869, 
Lady Maud Evelyn Hamilton, 
youngest daughter of the first 
Duke of Abercorn. 

LASKEE, Eduasd, was horn 
Oct 14, 1829, at Jaroczyn, m the 
provmce of Posen, Prussian Poland, 
of parents who were strictly ortho- 
dox Jews. He attended the G-ym- 
nasium of Breslau, where he studied 
mathematics and law. On the 
completion of his studies he went 
to Berlin, and there was appointed 
Auscultator (lawyer's assistant) in 
the district of the Eammergericht. 
Having subsequently passed his 
second State examination, he went 
abroad, and stayed in foreign 
countries, princip^y England, for 
three years, to study the laws of 
Gteat Britain j but he returned to 
Berlin in 1856, and became Assessor 
to the Stadtgericht in 1858. He 
now passed his novitiate as a poli- 
tician by writing pohtical articles, 
especially in the Deutsche^ Jahr^ 
hucher ; and in Maich, 1865, he 
became a candidate for the fourth 
Berlin electoral district, and was 
elected a Deputy to the Prussian 
Diet. There was not at that period 
any German Parliament — not even 
that of the North German Con- 
federation, which only came into 
existence in 1867. The time of 
Herr Lasker's entry into the Prus- 
sian Diet- was a very exciting one 
in the home politics of Prussia. 
The conflict which was waged be- 
tween the German Progressist party 
(Portschritts-Partei) and the Gov- 
ernment may be said to have 
reached its height at that period. 
Herr Lasker joined that faction, 
which had then obtained the Parlia- 
mentary majority, refused voting 
the budget, and opposed most 
eneigetically the carrying out of 
the army organisation. The oppo- 


sition was futile, for if not com- 
pleted, the scheme was then already 
canned practically mto effect. The 
struggle between the Government 
and the majority of the popular 
representatives was brought to a 
close in the following year (1866) 
by Prussia declaring war agamst 
Austria. Prom that moment the 
aspect of affairs was entirely 
changed. The Prussians were ori- 
ginaUy opposed to a war with 
Austria, but when once the struggle 
had commenced they sided with 
the Government. This led also to 
a complete change in the Parha- 
mentary situation, and Herr Lasker 
was one of those who, separating 
themselves from the Progressist 
party, formed with the members of 
the Old Liberal party (formerly the 
Yincke faction), that which has 
ever since been known as the Na- 
tional Liberal party, which though 
the strongest in numbers in the 
German Eeiehstag, has never re- 
presented by itseil a majority. Of 
this pai'ty Herr Lasker is one of 
the most prominent leaders. As a 
member of the North German 
Parliament, and later as a member 
of the Pai*liament of the German 
Empne, to which he was re-elected 
in Aug. 1878, Herr Lasker has taken 
a most decided part in the reorgan- 
isation and unification of Germany. 

LATHAM, Egbert Gordon, 
M.D, P.E.S., born at Billing- 
borough, in Lincolnshire, in 1812, 
was educated at Eton, and pro- 
ceeded to King's College, Cam- 
bridge, where he graduated B A. in 
1832, being duly elected Pellow. 
He afterwards studied medicine, 
and became assistant physician to 
Middlesex Hospital, where he lec- 
tured on Porensic Medicme and 
Materia Medica. His name, how- 
ever, is best known to the world by 
his ethnological researches, and his 
writings on that subject and on 
philology. His first works were 
"Norway and the Norwegians," a 
translation from the Swedish of 
Tegner's " Prithiof Saga," and 
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^‘^Axel/^ published in 1840; ^^The 
Varieties of Man/^ and The Eth- 
nology of Europe/^ in 1852 , The 

Enghsh Language/^ in 1855; "De- 
scriptive Ethnology/^ in 1859 ; "Na- 
tionalities of Europe/' in 1863 ; a 
work on " Comparative Philology 
several papers on " Logic ; " a new 
edition of "Johnson's Dictionary/' 
of which the thirty-sixth and last 
number was published Jan. 1, 1870; 
"Outlmes of General or Develop- 
mental Philology/' 1878 ; and "Eus- 
sian and Turk from a Geographical^ 
Ethnological, and Historical Point 
of View/' 1878. 

LAVELETE, Emile Lotus 
Victor de, a Belgian writer, chiefly 
on topics connected with political 
economy, is a cousin of the well- 
known civil engineer, Auguste 
Eran 9 ois Lamoral de Laveleye, who 
died in 1865 Born at Bruges, April 
5, 1822, he studied first in the Athe- 
naeum of that city, next m the Col- 
lege Stanislas, at Paris, and finally 
went through the course of law at 
Ghent In 1848 he devoted himself 
exclusively to politics, and the study 
of economical questions, and in 1864 
was appointed to the chair of Poli- 
tical Economy, in the Dniversity of 
Liege. M. Laveleye is a warm par- 
tisan of the Liberals, whose policy 
he has supported in numberless 
articles, published in Belgian and 
Prench journals He is a corre- 
sponding member of the Eoyal Aca- 
demy of Belgium, and in 1869 he 
was elected a corresponding member 
of the Prench Academy of Moral 
and Political Sciences. In Aug. 
1882 the University of Wurzburg, 
upon the occasion of the celebration 
of its tercentenary, conferred upon 
him the honorary degree of Doctor 
in Political Economy. M. Laveleye 
is a constant confanbutor to the 
Mevue des Deux Mondes^ and has 
published a great number of separate 
works, of which we can only find 
room to mention: "Memoire sur 
la Langue et la Litterature Pro- 
vengalesj" 1844 ; " Histoire des Eois 
Prancs,” 1847 ; " L'Enseignen ent 


Obligatome," 1859, "La Question 
d'Or,'^ 1860, a translation of the 
"Nibelungen/" ISbl, second edition, 
1866 ; Questions Con temporaines," 
1863; "Etudes et Essais," 1869, 
" Prussia and A ustria since the Battle 
of Sadowa," 1870 ; LTnstruction 
du Pcuple," 1872 ; " Essai sur les 
Formes du Gouvernement dans les 
Societes Modeimes/^ 1872 ; " Le Parti 
Clerical en Belgique," 1873, "Des 
Causes Aexuelles de la Guerre en 
Europe et de I'Arbitrage Interna- 
tional,'^ 1873; "De la Propriete et 
de ses Formes Primitives," 1874; 
"Protestantism and Catholicism in 
their bearing upon the Liberty and 
Prosperity of Nations," 1875 , 
"L'AJrique Centrale et la Confm*- 
ence Geographique," 1877 ; and 
"Elements d'Economie publique," a 
text-book of political economy, 1882. 

LA WES, Sm John Bexnet, 
Bart , F.E.S , LL D., son of the late 
Mr. John Bennet Lawes, of Eotham- 
sted, Hertfordshire, by Marianne, 
daughter of Mr. John Sherman, of 
Drayton, Oxfordshire, and widow of 
the Eev. D. G. Enox, was bom at 
Eothamsted, Dec. 28, 1814, He suc- 
ceeded to his estate of Eothamsted 
in 1822. He was educated at Eton 
and at Brasenose College, Oxford. 
On leaving the University he spent 
some time in London, for the pur- 
pose of studying in a practical 
m anner the science of chemistry. 
In Oct. 1834 he commenced regular 
experiments in agricultural chemis- 
try on taking possession of his pro- 
perty and home at Eothamsted, and 
from that date up to the present 
time he has unceasingly been ap- 
plying his scientific knowledge to 
the solution of questions afiecting 
practical agriculture. In the com- 
mencement of his experiments, 
among other subjects, the effect of 
bones as a manure on land occupied 
his attention for some time. Mr. 
Lawes afterwards established large 
works in the neighbourhood of Lon- 
don for the manufacture of super- 
phosphate of lime, by which name 
the manure is known which has 
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produced sucli a revolution in the 
science of agriculture. Not content 
with the individual profit which he 
derived from his investigations, Mr. 
Lawes continued his work with the 
assistance of a practical chemist. 
In 1843 he engaged the assistance 
of Dr Gilbert, the present director 
of Eothamsted farm, and undertook 
with him a systematic series of agri- 
cultural investigations in the field, 
the feeding-shed, and the labora- 
tory. Mr. Lawes was elected a Fel- 
low of the Eoyal Society in 1854, 
and in 1867 the Eoyal medal was 
awarded to him conjointly with Dr. 
Gilbert, by the council of the society. 
Mr Lawes also received a gold medal 
from the Imperial Agricultm’al So- 
ciety of Eussia. In June, 1881, the 
Emperor of Germany by Imperial 
decree awarded the gold medal of 
merit for agriculture to Mr Lawes 
and Dr. Gilbert jointly. The results 
of the Eothamsted investigations 
are to be found in the " Journals of 
the Eoyal Agricultural Society of 
England,” the ''Eeports of the 
British Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science,” the J ournal 
of the Chemical Society of London,” 
the " Proceedings and Transactions 
of the Eoyal Society of London,” 
the " Journal of the Society of Arts,” 
the ‘■^Journal of the Horticultural 
Society of London,” the Edinburgh 
Veterinary Review, the Eeports of 
the Eoyal Dublin Society,"’^ the 
Philosophical Magazine, the Agri- 
cultural Gazette, the Chemical Neios, 
and in official reports and scattered 
pamphlets and newspaper letters. 
In 1870 he published his views on 
the valuation of unexhausted ma- 
nures, and in 1873 wrote an inte- 
resting pamphlet on the same sub- 
ject with reference to the Irish 
Land Act of 1870. He was created 
a bar onet in May, 1882. 

LAWEENOE, Sir Georoe St. 
Patrick, H.C.S.I., C B , son of Col 
Alexander William Lawrence, born 
at Trincomalee, Ceylon, in 1805, was 
educated at Foyle College, London- 
derry, and at Addiscombe College, 


Surrey He became a cornet in the 
Bengal Light Cavalry in 1821, and 
adjutant m 1824. He was appointed 
Political Assistant and Military 
Secretary, Envoy and Minister at 
Cabul in August, 1839, and was 
kept prisoner by the Afghans for 
nearly nine months He was ap- 
pointed Political Assistant at Pe- 
shawar in 1848, and was again kept 
in captivity for nearly six months. 
He was present at the murder of 
Sir WiUiam Macnaghten, and was 
made prisoner, but was released and 
given over as a hostage to the 
Afghans on the Cabul retreat. He 
was present in several frontier 
actions, especially in the Kata 
Pass, with the Commander -in - 
Chief, Sir Charles Napier. He be- 
came Political Agent at Meywar, 
Eajpootanah, in June, 1850 j Agent 
to the Governor-General for the 
Eajpootanah States in March, 1857 j 
Major-General Bengal Staff Corps, 
m Sept. 1861 j and retired on full pay, 
with the honorary rank of Lieuten- 
ant-General, in Jan, 1867. He was 
nominated a Companion of the Bath 
in 1860, and a Knight Commander 
of the Order of the Star of India m 
1866. Sir G Lawrence is the author 
of Eeminiscences of Forty-Three 
Tears^ Service in India,” edited by 
W. Edwards, 1874. 

LAWSON, The Eight Hon. 
Jambs Antony, LL.D., born at 
Waterford, in 1817, was educated 
at Trinity College, Dublin, where 
he took the usual degrees and was 
Professor of Political Economy. He 
was called to the Irish bar in 1840. 
He became a Q C in 1857, was ap- 
pointed law adviser of the Crown 
in Ireland, and on the formation of 
Lord Palmerston'’s second adminis- 
tration, in 1859, Solicitor-General 
for Ireland, succeeding Mr. O'Hagan 
as Attorney-General in 1865 ,• from 
which office he retired on the fall of 
Lord Eussell's second administra- 
tion, in July, 1866. He was an un- 
successful candidate in the Liberal 
interest for the University of Dublin 
in April, 1857, and was first returned 
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for Portarlmgton at tlie general 
election in July, 1866. Mr. Lawson 
was appointed a Justice of the Court 
of Common Pleas in Ireland^ m 1868. 
On the disestablishment of the Irish 
Church in 1871 he was appointed 
Commissioner with Lord Monck^ and 
the late Mr. G-. A Hamilton^ to carry 
into effect the provisions of the Act. 
In 1882 he was transferred to the 
Queen^s Bench^ and is now the senior 
puisne Judge m Ireland. On Kov. 
11, 1882, as Mr Justice Lawson was 
walking to the King's Inns to dme 
mth the Benchers, a returned con- 
vict, Peter Delaney, attempted to 
shoot him with a revolver, but was 
seized by a pohce-constable before 
he could carry out his murderous 
object. Mr. Justice Lawson has 
written “ Lectures on PoLtical 
Economy," 1814, and has contri- 
buted papers on Law Eeform to the 
Transactions of the Dublin Statis- 
tical Society, of which he has been 
president He is the author of 
" Hymni usitati Latine redditi, 
with other verses," 1883 
LAWSON, Sir Wilfrid, Bart., 
M.P., son of the late Sir Wilfrid 
Lawson, of Aspatria, Cumberland, 
was born Sept. 4, 1829, and suc- 
ceeded to the title and estates on 
his father's death, in 1867- Erom 
an early age he has been an enthu- 
siastic advocate of the Temperance 
movement, and he is now the leader 
of the United Kingdom Alliance, 
and its spokesman in Parhament. 
At the general election of 1859 he 
stood, in conjunction with his uncle, 
the late Sir James Graham, as a can- 
didate for the representation of 
Carlisle, and succeeded by a narrow 
majority over his opponent, Mr. 
Hodgson. In March, 1864, he first 
moved for leave to introduce the 
measure now so well known as the 
Permissive Bill, the main principle 
of which is the giving to two-thirds 
of the inhabitants of any parish or 
township an absolute veto upon all 
licences for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors granted within their dis- 
tricts. It was supported by forty 


members. In 1865 he was displaced 
at the general election by his former 
opponent, Mr. Hodgson , but, at the 
general election of 1868, on appeal- 
ing to the enlarged constituency as 
a supporter of Mr Gladstone, he 
was returned at the head of the poll 
Sir Wilfrid Lawson succeeded, on 
J une IS, 1880, in carrying his " Local 
Option" resolution by a majority 
of 26. 

LAYAED, The Eight Hon. Sir 
Austen HjENRT,G.C B., son of Henry 
P J Layard, Esq , and grandson of 
the late Dr. Layard, Dean of Bristol, 
was bom in Paris, March 5, 1817. 
Having commenced the study of the 
law, which he soon relinquished for 
more congenial pursuits, he, m 1839, 
set out with a friend on a course of 
travel, visited various points in 
northern Europe, and proceeded 
through Albama and Eoumelia, to 
Constantinople, where, at one period, 
he acted as a coirespondent of a 
London newspaper, and afterwards 
travelled through various parts of 
Asia, and learned the Arabic and 
Persian languages. In his wander- 
ings he made it a special pomt to 
explore those spots believed to have 
been the sites of ancient cities, and 
when at Mosul, near the mound of 
Nimroud, he was impelled with an 
irresistible desire to examine care- 
fully the spot to which history and 
tradition point as the birthplace 
of the wisdom of the West." On 
hearing that M. Botta, a Prench- 
man, had been carrying out exca- 
vations at the cost of his Govern- 
ment, and had found a great number 
of curious marbles, MEr. Layard 
longed for the opportunity of maJong 
sinular discoveries. Eetuming to 
Constantinople, he laid his views 
before Sir Stratford Canning, who, 
in 1845, generously offered to share 
the cost of excavations at Nmoroud, 
and in the autumn Mr. Layard set 
off for Mosul, and began his labours 
on a spot previously undisturbed. 
Here he ultimately succeeded in 
exhuming some of the numerous 
wonderful specimens of Assyrian 
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art which enrich the British Mu- 
seum. The G-overnmeut and the 
authorities of the British Museum, 
however, for a time failed to ap- 
preciate the value of Mr Layard^s 
researches He was appomted At- 
tache to the Embassy at Constanti- 
nople, April 5, 1849, and Under- 
secretary of State for Eoreign Affairs 
in LordEussell^s first administration 
for a few weeks in 1852 , Lord Derby, 
on his accession to power m Feb. of 
that year, having offered to retain 
him in that office until the return 
of Lord Stanley to England, and 
then to give him a diplomatic ap- 
pointment This offer Mr. Layard, 
after taking the advice of Lord John 
Eussell, declined In the Coahtion 
Cabinet under Lord Aberdeen, he 
was offered various posts, which, as 
they were of a nature to remove him 
from the fi.eld of Eastern politics, he 
declined. In 1853 he was presented 
with the freedom of the City of Lon- 
don, in consideration of his dis- 
coveries amongst the rums of Nine- 
veh, and went to Constantinople 
with Lord Stratford de Eedcliffej 
but, disagreeing with his chief, re- 
turned in the course of the year to 
England In the House of Com- 
mons he became the advocate of a 
more decided course of action on 
the Eastern question, and dehvered 
several energetic and impressive 
speeches on that important subject. 
In 1854 he again proceeded to the 
East, was a spectator of the im- 
portant events then taking place in 
the Crimea, witnessed the battle of 
the Alma from the mamtop of the 
Agamemnon^ and remained in the 
Crimea till after the battle of Inker- 
mann, making himself acquainted 
with its actuEd condition. He was 
one of the most urgent among the 
members of the House of Commons 
in demanding the committee of in- 
quiry into the state of the army, 
and he took a leading part in the 
investigation, to which he contri- 
buted his evidence. On the forma- 
tion of Lord Palmerston^s first ad- 
ministration, in 1855, he was again 


offered a post ; but as it was uncon- 
nected with the foreign policy of 
the country, he declined it, became 
one of the leaders of the Admmis- 
trative Eeform Association, and 
brought before the House of Com- 
mons, in June, 1855, a motion em- 
bodying their views, which was re- 
jected by a large majority. He 
spent some time in India during 
the rebellion of 1857-8, endeavour- 
ing to ascertain its cause. He was 
returned as one of the members m 
the Liberal interest for Aylesbury 
m July, 1852 , was defeated at the 
general election in March, 1857 j 
was an unsuccessful candidate at 
York in April, 1859, and was re- 
turned one of the members for 
Southwark in Dec 1860. In 1848-9 
he published Nineveh and its Ee- 
mams and, in 1853, a second part 
of the work. His "Monuments of 
Nineveh'^ appeared in 1849-53, and 
an abridged edition of "Nineveh 
and its Eemains” in 1851. Mr. 
Layard, who had been elected Lord 
Eector of Aberdeen University in 
1855 and 1856, became Under-Sec- 
retary of State for Foreign Affairs 
in Lord Palmerston^s second ad- 
ministration, in July, 1861, and re- 
tired on the fall of Lord Eussell's 
second admmistration, m July, 1866. 
He was appointed a trustee of the 
British Museum in Feb. 1866. He 
was Chief Commissioner of Works 
in Mr. Gladstone's administration 
from Dec 1868, at which time he 
was added to the Privy Council, 
until Nov. 1869, when he retired 
from Parliament on being appomted 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary at Madrid. In 
April, 1877, he was sent as Ambas- 
sador to Constantinople in succes- 
sion to Sir Henry Elhot, who, after 
the failure of the Conference of 
Constantinople to secure peace be- 
tween Turkey and Eussia, had re- 
turned to England and had re- 
quested a long leave of absence m 
order, it was said, to recruit his 
health. On the re-establishment of 
ordinary diplomatic relations with 
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the Sublime Porte^ Mr. Layard was 
chosen by Lord Beaconsfield to be 
our Ambassador. He arrived at 
Constantinople April 2^ 1S77 The 
Order of the G-rand Cross of the Bath 
was conferred on him in June, 18/8, 
just before the assembling of the 
Congress of the Great Powers at 
Berlin In April, 1880, when !Mr. 
Gladstone returned to power. Sir 
H. Layard received leave of absence 
from his post at Constantinople, 
and his place was soon after- 
wards taken by Mr. Goschen, the 
latter going out as special Am- 
bassador 

LEADEE, Benjamin Williams, 
A.EA., son of the late Mr E. 
Leader Williams, ‘ C.E , was bom 
at Worcester, March 12, 1831 He 
received his earliest instruction j 
in art at the School of Design in ! 
his native city. In 1854 he was 
admitted a student in the Eeyal 
Academy, and in the same year 
exhibited his first picture, " Cottage 
Children Blowing Bubbles,” which 
was bought for <£50 by an imerican 
gentleman Two years later Mr. 
Leader visited Scotland, having till 
then seen no hills higher than the 
Malvems Since then he has be- 
come one of the most popular de- 
Imeators of mountain scenery, Wales 
and Switzerland being his favourite 
sketching-grounds. He was elected 
an Associate of the Eoyal Academy 
Jan. 16, 1883. Mr. Leader has ex- 
hibited pictures in the Eoyal Aca- 
demy since 1856. EQs most important 
pictures since then are A Moated 
Grange,” 1868 ; " The Streams 
through the Birch Wood,” 1871; 
"Mountain Solitude,” 1873 ; "Wild 
Waters,” 1875; "Barges passing a 
Lock on the Thames,” "An Engfish 
Hayfield,” and " A November Even- 
ing after Eain,” 1876 ; " The Valley

LEATHES, The Eev Stanley, 
M A , was born March 21, 1830, at 
EUesborough, Bucks, bemg son of 
the Eev. Chaloner Stanley Leathes, 
rector of that parish. He was edu- 
cated at Jesus College, Cambridge 
(BA. 1852, Tyrwhitt Dniversity 
Scholar 1853, M.A. 1855), was or- 
damed by Dr. Hamilton, bishop of 
Salisbury, in 1856, and became 
cm’ate successively of St. Martm^s, 
Salisbury, St. Luke's, Berwick 
Street, and St. James's, Westmin- 
ster. Mr. Leathes succeeded Dr. 
M^Caul as Professor of Hebrew in 
Kang’s College, London, in 1863. 
He was appointed by the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury (Dr. Tait) 
Boyle Lecturer in 1867, and held 
this office from 1S6S to 1870. He 
became minister of St Philip's, 
Eegent Street, in 1869. He was 
elected Hulsean Lecturer in the 
university of Cambridge for the 
year 1873, and Bampton Lecturer 
at Oxford for the year 1874. He 
was appointed Warburtonian Lec- 
turer at Lincoln's Inn, by the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, Lord Mans- 
field, and Lord Selbome, in 1876, 
an office which is tenable for four 
years. The University of Edin- 
burgh conferred on him the honor- 
ary degree of D.D., March 2, 1878. 
Mr. Leathes, who was invited by 
Convocation to 3 oin in the revision 
of the Authorised Version of the 
Old Testament, is the author of 
" The Witness of the Old Testament 
to Christ,” being the Boyle Lectures 
for 1868 , " The Witness of St Paul to 
Christ,” "The Witness of St. John 
to Christ , ” University Sermons , ” 
a " Hebrew Grammar ; ” " Truth and 
Life,” short sermons, 1872 ; " Struc- 
ture of the Old Testament,” a series 
of popular essays, 1873 , "The Gos- 
pel its Own Wittiess,” 1874, being 
the Hulsean Lectures delivered in 
the preceding year; "Eeligion of 
the Christ” (Bampton Lectures), 
1874; and "The Christian Creed: 
its Theory and Practice. With a 
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Preface on some present Dangers 
of the English Chnrch/" 1878 

Studies in Genesis/^ 1880; and 
^^The Foundations of Morality/ 
1882. 

LEBCEDF, EdmonDj a Marshal of 
France, horn Nov. 5, 1809, received 
his professional education in the 
PoljAechnic School and the School 
of Artillery at Metz. He attained 
the rank of Colonel in 1852, served 
in the Crimean war at the head of 
the artillery; became a General of 
Division in 1857, and commanded 
the artillery during the Italian 
campaign in 1859 He was then 
appomted Aide-de-Camp to the Em- 
peror, and a member of the Com- 
mittee on Artillery. In 1866 he 
was sent to Yenetia as Imperial 
Commissioner for transferring the 
province to the Italian authorities ; 
and in Jan. 1869 he was appointed 
to succeed General de Goyon at 
Toulouse, and to command the 6th 
Army Corps. In the following 
August he succeeded Marshal Niel 
as Minister of War, and he con- 
tinued to occupy that position in 
the parliamentary cabmet formed 
by M. Olhvier in Jan 1870, being 
shortly afterwards created a Marsh^ 
of France. Just before the late war 
between France and Prussia, Mar- 
shal Leboeuf assm*ed the Emperor 
that the army was in a complete 
state of organization, and tho- 
roughly prepared for war. The 
disasters which so soon followed 
showed how much the Minister’s 
confident opinion was to be rehed 
on, and he became the most un- 
popular man in the country. He 
accompanied his Imperial master to 
the seat of war, and after S4dan 
was shut up in Metz with Marshal 
Bazame. On the capitulation of 
that fortress he was sent prisoner 
into Germany. After peace was 
signed he went to Switzerland, and 
subsequently he returned to France, 
where he gave evidence before the 
Commission appointed to inquire 
into the capitulations. 

L E C K T, Wi LLiAM Edwaed i 


HAbtpole, M.A., was born in the 
neighbourhood of Dublin, March 
26, 1838, and educated at Trmity 
College, Dublin, where he gradu- 
ated B.A. in 1859 and M A. in 1863. 
Devoting himself to literature, he 
soon gamed great distmction as an 
author. His acknowledged works 
are: '^The Leaders of Pubhc 
Opinion in Ireland,” published 
anonymously in 1861, and repub- 
lished in 18^-72 ; " History of the 
Eise and Influence of the Spirit of 
Eationalism in Europe,” 2 vols, 
1865, 5th edit., 1872, ^"History of 
European Morals from Augustus to 
Charlemagne,” 2 vols., 1869; and 
^'A History of England in the 
Eighteenth Century,” vols. i. and 
ii, 1878, vols ill. and iv , 1882. 
AU these works have been trans- 
lated into German, and some of 
them into other languages. 

LECOCQ, Alexandre Charles, 
musical composer, bom at Paris, 
June 3, 1832. He received his 
musical education in the Conserva- 
toire, where he studied from 1849 
till 1854, when he set up as a 
teacher of music About this 
period M Offenbach founded the 
theatre of the Bouffes Parisiens, 
and opened a competition for the 
composition of an operetta in one 
act, entitled "Le Docteur Miracle.” 
M. Lecocq, with seventy-seven other 
competitors, entered the lists, and 
he was at first classed among the 
first six, with MM. Bizet, Demersse- 
mann, Erlanger, Limagne, and 
Manniquet, and afterwards he had 
the satisfaction of seeing his score 
chosen conjointly with -^at of 
George Bizet, the result being that 
"Le Docteur Miracle” was first 
represented on the stage with the 
music of M. Lecocq, April 8, 1857, 
and with the music of M. Bizet on 
the 9th of the same month, the two 
scores being afterwards played on 
alternate nights. Neither of them, 
however, was received with much 
avop by the public. M. Lecocq 
)btained a larger measure of suc- 
cess with several one-act operettas 
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whicli were produced at the little 
theatre of the Champs-Elysees, viz.^ 
''Le Baiser a la Poste,” ^‘‘Liline et 
Yalentin/^ ‘^‘‘Les Ondmes au Cham- 
pagne ” Sept j lS65j and " Le 
Cabaret de Eamponneau Oct., 
1867 In May, 1866, he had 
brought out at the Palais-Eoyal an 
operetta in one act, ‘’‘‘Le Myoso- 
tis,” the music being composed by 
him, and the witty and sprightly 
libretto being from the pen of 
Cham, the caricaturist This piece 
was received with the most flatter- 
ing marks of favour. After the 
establishment of the Athenee M. 
Lecocq produced at that theatre 
L' Amour et son Carquois,” dan., 
186S, a comic opera in two acts; 
and in the month of April follow- 
ing, '' Pleur de The,^’ an opera huffa 
in three acts, which was his first 
brilliant success, and which had a 
run of 100 nights. Among his 
subsequent pieces are: ^^Les Ju- 
meaux de Bergame , Le Cama- 
val d’un Merle blanc ; “ Gan- 

dolfo;^' Eajah de Mysore 
‘^Le Testament de M. de Crac,” 
Le Barbier de Trouville ; Les 
Cents Vierges,” produced at Brus- 
sels during the war of 1870-71 ; 

La Pille de Madame Angot,^' his 
most popular production, also 
brought out at Brussels, Dec. 4, 
1872 ; “ Girofle-Girofla," brought 
out March 21, 1874, at the Theatre 
des Fantaisies Parisiennes (Alca- 
zar) at Brussels, and afterwards 
with an E^lish libretto, at the 
Philharmonic Theatre in London ; 
" Les Pres Saint Gervais," an 
opera huffa^ brought out at the 
Theatre des Yarietes, Paris, Nov. 
14, 1874, and in an English dress 
at the Criterion Theatre, London, 
on the 28th of the same month, the 
original libretto by MM. Sardou 
and Gille having been translated 
by Mr. Robert Reece ; " Le Pom- 
pon,"*' at the Folies Dramatiques, 
Nov., 1875 ; " La Petite Mariee,” 
produced at the Renaissance, Dec., 
1875, and presented to a London , 
audience at the Opera Comique, I 


May 6, 1876, ^'KosiM,^' Renais- 
sance, Oct, 1876; '^La Marjo- 
laine,^^ same theatre, Feb. 3, 1877 ; 
"Le Petit Duc,^^ same theatre, 
Jan. 25, 1878 ; and " La Camargo,” 
same theatre, Nov. 20, 1878. 

LE CONTE, Joseph, M.D., born 
in Liberty County, Georgia, Feb. 
26, 1823. He graduated at Frank- 
lin College in 1841, and the New 
York College of Physicians and 
Surgeons in 1845, and practised 
his profession at Macon, Georgia. 
In 1850 he went to Cambru^e, 
Massachusetts, where he studied 
under Agassiz. He subsequently 
held several professorships, and 
since 1869 has been Professor of 
Geology and Natural BEistory in 
the University of California. He 
has published several essays on 
education and the fine arts, a work 
on "The Mutual Relations of Re- 
ligion and Science,” 1874 ; and one 
on " Sight,” 1881. Among his 
strictly scientific publications are 
papers on " The Agency of the 
Gulf Stream m the Formation of 
the Peninsula of Florida;” "On 
the Correlation of Yital Force with 
Chemical and Physical Forces;” 
"On the Phenomena of Binocular 
Yision;” "A Theory of the For- 
mation of the Great Features of 
the Earth's Surface;” "On some 
of the Ancient Glaciers of the 
Sierras;” "On the Great Lava 
Flood of the North-west ; ” and 
" On the Structure and Age of the 
Cascade Mountains.” 

LEDOCHOWSKI, His Emi- 
nence Miecislas, Cardinal of the 
Roman Church, Archbishop of 
Gnesen and Posen, and Primate of 
Poland, was bom at Gork, of an 
illustrious Polish family, Oct. 29, 
1822. He commenced his theo- 
logical studies under the Lazarists 
in the college of St. John, Warsaw, 
and at the age of eighteen received 
the ecclesiastical tonsure and habit 
from the Bishop of Sandomir. After 
some studies at Vienna he pro- 
ceeded to Rome, where he joined 
the " Academia Ecclesiastica/^ 
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founded by Pius IX. to impart a 
special training to young ecclesi- 
astics distinguisbed by tbeir ac- 
quirements. His Holiness named 
Ledoebowski Domestic Prelate and 
Protonotary Apostolic, and^ also 
aent Mm on a diplomatic mission 
to Madrid and as Auditor of the 
Nunciature to Lisbon, Eio de 
Janeiro, and Santiago de Cbili He 
was nominated Arcbbisbop of Tbe- 
bes, in parhhus infidelium, on Ms 
appointment. Sept. 30, 1861, to tbe 
Nunciature of Brussels, where he 
remained four years. In Jan., 1866, 
he was translated to the arch- 
bishopric of Gnesen and Posen, and 
as the occupant of that see he 
possesses the title of Primate of 
Poland. In consequence of his 
resistance to the laws enacted in 
Prussia against the Church, he 
was, in 1874, cast into prison, and 
he was actually incarcerated in the 
dungeons of Ostrowo when he was 
proclaimed a Cardinal by the Pope 
in a secret consistory held inEome, 
March 16, 1875. He was released 
from captivity Feb. 3, 1876. Being 
banished from Ms diocese he pro- 
ceeded to Eome, where he took 
possession of his '^title,'^ the church 
of Santa Maria in Ara CO 0 H (May 11 ) . 

LEE, The Eev. Alpbbd Theo- 
PHiLUS, LL D., D C L , is son of 
the late Sir J. Theophilus Lee, of 
Leominster Hall, Torquay, D,L. for 
Middlesex and Westminster. He 
was educated at Christas College, 
Cambridge, of which college he was 
Foundation Scholar and Porteus 
gold medallist He graduated M A. 
in 1856, hon. LL.D . of the University 
of Dublin in 1866, and D.C.L. of 
Oxford in the following year. He 
was ordained in 1853 to the cm'acy 
of Houghton-le-Spring, Durham, 
and was subsequently senior curate 
of Tetbury, Gloucestershire, vicar 
of Elson, rector of Ahoghill, ia the 
north of Ireland, rural dean and 
chaplain to the Duke of Abercorn 
when Lord Lieutenant, and proctor 
for the diocese in the National 
Synod. Since 1871 he has been 


secretary of the Church Defence 
Institution. He was elected to the 
preachership at Gray^s-Inn in Nov., 
1879. Dr. Lee is the author of the 
"History of Tetbury” and of 
various sermons and pamphlets on 
theological questions 

LEE, Sir Edward, F S.A , born 
Oct. 16, 1833, at the Vicarage 
House, Thame, Oxfordshire, is the 
younger son of the late Eev. Frede- 
rick Lee, M A , Eector of Easing- 
ton, of an old family long resident 
in that county, one member of 
which was Chancellor of the Dni- 
versity of Oxford. He was edu- 
cated at the Grammar School of 
Thame, and afterwards studied art 
in London. After having been for 
some years manager of the Literary 
and Scientific Department of the 
Crystal Palace, he was appointed 
by Sir Arthur Guinness, Director 
of the Dubhn Exhibition of 1872, 
wMch, under his counsel and man- 
agement, proved a great success. 
In acknowledgment of his constant 
and indefatigable labours, the Lord- 
Lieutenant (^Earl Spencer), at the 
closing ceremonial, conferred upon 
Mm the honour of knighthood, 
1872 He was for awhile Managmg 
Director of the Alexandra Palace, 
but IS now again Director of the 
Exhibition Palace in Dublin 5 and 
has been a contributor to various 
literary and artistic publications. 

LEE, The Eev. Frederick 
George, D C.L., F.S.A., bom Jan. 
6, 1832, at Thame Vicarage, Oxford- 
sMre, is the eldest son of the late 
Eev. Frederick Lee, M.A., rector of 
Easington, in that county. He was 
educated at the Grammar School, 
Thame, and at St. Edmund's Hall, 
Oxford, where he graduated S C.L., 
and became both a university and 
college prizeman in 1854. He was 
afterwards a student of Cuddesden 
Theological College, and was or- 
dained deacon in 1854, and priest 
in 1856, by the Bishop of Oxford. 
He has been curate of Sunning well, 
Berks, assistant minister of Ber- 
keley Chapel, and incumbent of 
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St Mary^s, Aberdeen He was 
created bon D C L. jN’ov. 20, 1S64<, 
and bon. D.D. of tbe Washington 
and Lee University at Lexington 
in Virginia, in June, 1879. At pre- 
sent be IS vicar of All Saints^ 
Lambeth Dr Lee founded and 
edited tbe Union Beview from 1863 
to 1869, and was bon, secretary of 
tbe Association for tbe Promotion 
of tbe Unity of Christendom, from 
1857 to 1869 He is likewise one 
of tbe originators and officers of 
tbe Order of Corporate Eeunion, 
which was estabbsbed in 1877. He 
is tbe author of "Poems,^^ 2nd 
edit.

Dr. Lee 
has been a contributor to tbe Eccle- 
siastic^ tbe Christian Bemenibrancer, 
tbe Gentleman^s Magazine, tbe Con- 
tenvporai'y Beview, tbe Nineteenth 
Century, and tbe Eccles%ologist. 

LEE, John Edwahd, E.S.A., 
E.G.S., was bom Dec, 21, 1808, at 
Newland, near Hull. For some 
years be was the Hon. Secretary of 
tbe Hull Eoyal Institution, and 
studied geology under tbe late 
Professor Phillips. He has, how- 
ever, written nothing on geology 
with tbe exception of a few papers 
in tbe journals, though be has 
amassed a large private collection 
of fossils. In 1841 be removed to 
Caerleon, in Monmouthshire, and 
took an active part in forming tbe 
County Antiquarian Association, of 
which for more than 25 years be 
was tbe Honorary Secretary, and 
as an amateur artist be contributed 
to most of its periodicals. In 1862, 
be pubbsbed “Isca Silurum,” or 
an illustrated catalogue of tbe Eo- 
man remains found at Caerleon, tbe 
ancient capital of tbe Siluri, and in 
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1866 appeared his translation and 
re-arrangement of Dr. Keller^s 
Lake Dwellings/^ a second edition 
of which appeared in 1878, in two 
volumes. He has also published 
" Eoman Imperial Photographs/' 
1874 j and Eoman Imperial Pro- 
files ; bemg a series of more than 
160 Lithographic Profiles enlarged 
from Coins/' 1874 ; a translation of 
Conrad Herk's “Excavations at the 
Kesslerlochj near Thayngen, Swit- 
zerland, a Cave of the Eemdeer 
Period/' 1876, and “The Note- 
Book of an Amateur Geologist/' 
1881 For twenty-eight years he 
has been m the commission of the 
peace for Monmouthshire, but he is 
now residmg at Torquay, and he is 
one of the local secretaries of the 
Society of Antiquaries for Devon- 
shire. 

LEE, Eichard, dramatist and 
journalist, son of Charles Lee,E.N., 
was bom Feb. 10, 1828, and edu- 
cated at King's College School, 
London. Devoted to literary pur- 
suits from an early age, he became 
associated as contributor with 
various publications. He retired 
from the office of dramatic critic 
of the Morning Advertiser upon the 
production of his first play, “ Ordeal 
by Touch," at the Queen's Theatre, 
m May, 1872. He has also written 
“Chivalry," brought out at the 
Globe, Sept. 13, 1873. 

LEEDS, Bishop of (See Cobh- 

THWAITB ) 

LEES, Edwin, F.L S., F.G.S., 
born at Worcester, May 12, 1800, 
was educated there, and afterwards 
at a private school in Birmmgham, 
the Principal of which had at that 
time as TJshers his two sons, one of 
whom (Mr. M. D Hill) was after- 
wards called to the bar, and became 
Eecorder of Birmmgham, and the 
other was eventually Sir Eowland 
Hill, celebrated for his successful 
efforts in postal reform. Having 
been brought up to commercial 
pursuits, he abandoned them for 
the more congenial studies of 
botany and natural history. The 


natmal history of Worcestershire 
in particular has been his study, 
and he assisted the late Sir Charles 
Hastings in establislung the Wor- 
cestershire Natural History Society, 
of which he was the first Hon. 
Curator , and became the first pre- 
sident of the Worcestershire and 
vice-president of the Malvern Natu- 
ralists' Club. He IS well known as 
a lecturer and writer on botany, 
and has written “The Botanical 
Looker-out in England and W ales ; " 
“ The Affimties of Plants and Ani- 
mals, their Analogies and Associa- 
tions ; " “ Pictures of Nature 

around the Malvern Hills and Yale 
of Severn , " “ The Botany of the 
Malvern Hills," which has passed 
through three editions , also some 
poetical pieces, and numerous 
papers in magazines devoted to 
botany and natural history, besides 
various articles in the “Transac- 
tions" of the Woolhope (Hereford- 
shire) and Malvern Field Clubs, 
and in the Worcestei' Journal. He 
pubhshed “The Botany of Wor- 
cestershire,” in 1868. A series of 
articles from his pen on remarkable 
and curious old trees, relics of the 
Enghsh forests, appeared in the 
Gardeners^ Chronicle. In 1869 the 
members of the Worcestershire and 
Malvern Naturalists' Clubs pre- 
sented Mr Lees with his portrait 
and a breakfast service of plate in 
acknowledgment of his services ex- 
tending over more than a quarter 
of a century. In 1877 he produced 
“The Forest and Chace of Malvern, 
its Ancient and Present State , with 
notices of the most remarkable Old 
Trees within its confines.” His 
latest production is a volume en- 
titled “Scenery and Thought, in 
Poetical Pictures of various Land- 
scape Scenes and Incidents," 1880. 

LEFEYEE, Thb Eight Hon. 
George John Shaw-, M.P., son of 
Sir John George Shaw-Lefevre, 
Z.C.B., by Eachel Emily, daughter 
of Mr. Ichabod Wright, of Mapper- 
ley Hall, Nottingham, was bom in 
1832, and received his education at 
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Eton and at Trinity Collesfe, Cam- 
bridge. He was caJled to tbe bar 
at the Inner Temple in 1856 In 
1863 he was first elected M P. for 
Beading, in the Liberal interest, 
and he has continued to be one of 
the representatives of that borough 
down to the present time. He was 
a Lord of the Admiralty from May 
to July, 1866 ; Secretary to the 
Board of Trade from Dec. 1868, to 
Jan 1871 ; Secretary to the Admi- 
ralty from the last date to Feb. 
1874, and agaan from April, 1880, to 
the following November, when he 
was appomted First Commissioner 
of Works and Buildings in succes- 
sion to Mr. Adam, who had resigned 
that office on being appointed 
Governor of Madras. Mr. Shaw- 
Lefevre was elected a bencher of the 
Inner Temple m Nov. 1882 He is 
the author of an important article 
on Public Works in London,^' in 
the Nineteenth Century (Nov. 1882). 

LE FLO, Adolphe Emmanttel 
Charles, a French general and 
diplomatist, born at Lesneven 
(Finistere), Nov. 2, 1804, after 
passing through the usual course 
of instruction at the military 
school of Saint Cyr, served with 
distinction in Algeria, and was, for 
his gallant conduct before Con- 
stankne, advanced to the rank of 
Major. He became a Colonel in 
1844, and a General of Brigade in 
1848. He was returned for Finis- 
tere to the Constituent Assembly in 
Sept. 1848, but took no part in its 
deliberations until M arch, 1849, he 
having been in the meantime em- 
ployed on a diplomatic mission at 
the Bussian court. On his return 
he voted with the Bight and sup- 
ported the policy of Louis Napo- 
leon, which, however, he subse- 
quently opposed in the L^slative 
Assembly, the result being that 
after the coup d/4tai he was placed 
under arrest and banished from 
the country. General Le F16 so- 
journed for some years in Belgium 
and Jersey, but in 1859 returned to 
his native country. On the forma- 


tion of the Government of the 
National Defence in Sept., 1870, he 
was appointed Minister for War, 
and he held that position in the 
government of M. Thiers until 
July, 1871, when he was selected to 
fill the post of Ambassador at St. 
Petersburg, in lieu of the Duke de 
Noailles. He was replaced as am- 
bassador by General Chanzy, Feb. 
18, 1879. General Le P16, who is 
now living in retirement at his 
chateau near Morlaix, is said to be 
preparing for publication the me- 
moirs of his diplomatic career. 

LEGGE, Edward, having served 
a hard apprenticeship to journalism, 
began an active career as a special 
correspondent for the Irish Times, 
in the war between Germany and 
France, in 1870. Early in the fol- 
lowing year he joined the Morning 
Post, and represented that journal 
at all the principal royal and other 
ceremonies, until 1876. He re- 
corded for the Mormng Post the 
entry of the victorious German 
troops into Berlin in 1871 ; the 
arrival of the Shah of Persia in 
Belgium ; the marriage of the 
Duke and Duchess of Edinburgh 
at St. Petersburg, in 1874 1 the 
death and funeral of Napoleon DT. ; 
accompanied the suite of Don Al- 
fonso from Paris to Spain when the 
young Eing was called to the 
throne; and chronicled many home 
events of importance between 1871 
and 1876. Mr. Legge was called to 
the bar of the Middle Temple in 
1875. In 1876 he originated The 
Whitehall Peview, a weekly social 
and literary journal. He is the 
author of Wayside Sketches," 
and " Eilled at Saarbrucken ! ” 

LEGGE, Jaaies, M.A., was bom 
at Huntly, Aberdeenshire, in 1815, 
and educated at Huntly, and the 
grammar schools of Aberdeen and 
Old Aberdeen. He entered King's 
College and University in 1831: 
graduated M.A. in 1835; stuihed 
subsequently at Highbury Theo- 
logical College, London, and re- 
ceived from the University of 
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Aberdeen tbe degree of LL.D. in 
1870. He was appointed a miS' 
sionary to tbe Chinese in connec- 
tion with the London Missionary 
Society, in 1839, and arrived at 
Malacca in that capacity in De- 
cember of the same year. In 1810 
he took charge of the Anglo- 
Chinese College founded there by 
the Eev. Dr. E Morrison in 1825. 
In 1843 he removed to Hong Kong, 
where he contmned till 1873 m the 
discharge of missionary duties, and 
officiating also for many years as 
minister of the Enghsh Dmon 
Church, which had grown up in 
connection with his labours Hav- 
ing returned to England m 1867, 
leaving his return to Hong Kong 
uncertain (though he did return in 
1870), he was presented by the 
Government of the colony with a 
service of plate "in acknowledg- 
ment of many valuable public ser- 
vices freely and gratuitously ren- 
dered?” and by many of the 
Chinese inhabitants with a valu- 
able and beautiful silver tablet, 
made after the Chinese fashion. 
In 1875 several gentlemen con- 
nected with the China trade formed 
themselves mto a committee to 
promote the establishment of a 
Chair of the Chinese Language and 
Literature at Oxford, to be occu- 
pied in the first place by Dr. Legge. 
The University liberally responded 
to the proposal, and the Chair was 
constituted in March, 1876. Cor- 
pus Christi College was forward in 
aiding the foundation, and Dr. 
Legge IS now a Fellow and M.A. of 
it. In certam philological discus- 
sions which arose in China in 1847 
about the proper rendering in 
Chinese of the words " God ” and 
Spmt,” Dr Legge took a promi- 
nent part, his principal publication 
being a volume in 1852, xmder the 
title of "The Notions of the Chinese 
concerning God and Spirits.” His 
chief claim to hterary distinction, 
however, rests on his edition of the 
Chinese Classics with the Chinese 
Text, a translation in EngHsh, 


notes critical and exegetical, and 
copious prolegomena. He con- 
ceived the idea of this work m 
1841, feelmg that " he should not 
be able to consider himself quali- 
fied for the duties of his position 
until he had thoroughly mastered 
the classical books of the Chinese, 
and had mvestigated for himself 
the whole field of thought through 
which the sages of China had 
ranged, and in which were to be 
found the foundations of the moral, 
social, and political life of the 
people.” His plan was to embrace 
what are called "the four Shu” 
and "the five King” The Shu 
were pubhshed in two volumes in 
1861 Three of the King have 
since been published m two volumes 
each, in 1865, 1871, and 1872. 
There are still wanting two King 
to complete the work j but with the 
volumes thus far published there 
are incorporated translations of 
various other important ancient 
Chinese works. Smaller editions of 
the Shu have been pubhtshgd without 
the Chinese part, and also a version 
of the second King, or Book of 
Ancient Chinese Poetry, rendered 
by the author in English verse, in 
1876. For these works the Juhen 
prize, on occasion of its first award, 
was given to Dr. Legge by the 
Academic des Belles Lettres et 
Inscriptions of the Institute of 
France in 1876. He attended the 
Congress of Orientalists held at 
Florence in 1878. He is one of the 
workers on the series of "The 
Sacred Books of the East,” edited 
by Professor F Max Muller ; and 
a translation of one of the two 
King, referred to above as still 
wanting to complete his work on 
the Chinese Classics, was pubhshed 
a few months ago. 

LEH MA NN, Eudolf, artist, was 
born Aug. 19, 1819, at Ottensen, 
near Hamburg, and educated at 
Hamburg. Bis art education he 
received at Paris, Munich, and 
Eome. He obtained three gold 
medals at three Paris Exhibitions, 
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and was created a Xniglit of tlie 
Order of the Falcon by the Grand 
Duke of Saxe- Weimar. His por- 
traits painted by himself at the 
request of the Director of Pubhc 
Galleries in Florence, is placed m 
the G&Jleria degli IJffizi of that 
city, in the room set apart for por- 
traits of distinguished artists 
painted by themselves. Mr. Leh- 
mann^s chief pictures are : — Six- 
tus Y. blessing the Pontine 
Marshes,” bought by the French 
Government for the Museum in 
Lille, a "Madonna,” and a "St. 
Sebastian,” ordered by the French 
Government for two churches in 
France j " Early Dawn in the Pon- 
tine Marshes ; numerous pictures 
of modern life and costume m 
Italy ; numerous portraits of dis- 
tinguished persons in England ; 
and a collection of pencil sketches, 
portraits of distinguished contem- 
poraries, with their autographs (100 
in number), 12 of them published 
by Messrs. Bruckmann & Co. 

LEIDT, Joseph, M.D , LL D., 
born in Philadelphia, Sept 9, 1S23. 
He graduated M.D. in the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania in 1844, and 
commenced the practice of his pro- 
fession, but soon devoted himself 
to scientific pursuits. Prom 1846 
to 1852 he gave private courses of 
lectures on anatomy and physiology. 
In 1846 he was made Chairman of 
the Curators of the Academy of 
Natural Sciences of Philadelphia j 
in 1853 Professor of Anatomy in 
the University of Pennsylvania; 
and in 1871 Professor of Natural 
History in Swarthmore College, all 
of which positions he still holds. 
He is also now President of the 
Academy of Natural Sciences of 
Philadelphia During the civil 
war he served as surgeon in Satter- 
lee Hospital, Philadelphia. He 
has furnished more than 800 con- 
tributions Jo scientifie periodicals. 
Among his more impoirtant works 
are: "Flora and Fauna within 
Living Animals,” 1853 ; " The Ex- 
tinct Mammalian Fauna of Dakota 
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and Nebraska,” with 30 plates, 
1870, and "Contributions to the 
Extmct Tertebrate Fauna of the 
Western Territories,” with 37 
plates, 1873. 

LEIGHTON, Sm Fredehick, 
P.EA., was bom at Scarborough, 
Dee. 3, 1830, and from childhood 
evinced a strong passion for paint- 
ing. This his parents encouraged, 
as they gave him every opportunity 
for gratifying it. They opposed, 
however, for some years, his desire 
to study art with a view of making 
it a profession. His first systematic 
instructions in drawing were re- 
ceived at Home in the winter of 
1842-43 from a painter named 
Fihppo Meti. In 1843-44 he en- 
tered, as a student, the Eoyal 
Academy of Berlin. Then followed 
a comparative withdrawal from art 
for a year, during which the em- 
bryo painter was receiving his 
general education at a school at 
Frankfort-on-the-Maine. The win- 
ter of 1845-46 was spent in Flo- 
rence ; and here it was that the 
father at last yielded to the son's 
desire to embrace painting as a pro- 
fession. Some drawings of the 
young student were submitted to 
the celebrated American sculptor, 
Hiram Powers, and the father pro- 
mised that his decision should 
depend on the results of his inter- 
view with the sculptor. The esti- 
mate formed by Powers of the 
drawings being highly favourable, 
the youthful Leighton was per- 
mitted from that day forward to 
devote the whole of his time to 
painting. Part of the time, from 
1846 to 1848, he studied in the 
Academy of Frankfort-on-the- 
Maine. The winter of 1843-49 he 
passed in Brussels, painting his 
first finished picture, which repre- 
sented the story of Cimabue finding 
Giotto drawing in the fields. The 
succeeding year or so he spent in 
Paris, copymg in the Louvre, and 
attending the life school. Thence 
he returned to Frankfort, where he 
became, and continued till the early

part of 1853 j a pupil of E. Steinl 
of Vienna (one of tlie followers of 
Oyerbeck), Professor of Historical 
Painting at the Academy of that 
city. During this period several 
pictures were painted by Mr. 
LeightoUj amongst others a large 
one of ‘■‘’The Death of Brunellesco.'’* 
More or less of three winter seasons 
were next passed at Eome in dili- 
gent study and in painting a large 
picture of Cimabue," representing 
the procession (consisting in the 
picture of Cimabue, his scholars^ 
and principal Elorentine contem- 
poraries) which is said to have 
accompanied with great honour and 
rejoiemgj through the streets of 
PlorencOj to the church of Santa 
Maria Novella, Cimabue^s picture 
of the Madonna The exhibition 
of this work by Mr. Leighton at 
the Boyal Academy in 1855 was a 
great sunrise to the London pub- 
fic, coming as it did from an artist 
unknown in England. It was at 
once purchased by the Queen, and 
it was re-exhibited at the Man- 
diester Art-Treasures and the 
International Exhibitions. Dur- 
ing four years after this early and 
great success, the artist resided in 
Pans, studying, however, under no 
master, though aided by the coun- 
sel of Axj Scheffer, Robert Fleury, 
and other French painters. Subse- 
quently he resided in London, and 
in 1856 he contributed to the 
Academy Exhibition a picture en- 
titled The Triumph of Music,'' the 
subject being Orpheus, by the power 
of his art, redeeming his wife from 
Hades.

Mr Leighton was elected 
an Associate of the Eoyal Academy 
in 1864, and an Academician m 
1869. He was chosen President of 
the Eoyal Academy in succession 
to the late Sir Francis Grant, Nov. 
13, 1878, and a few days later re- 
ceived the honour of knighthood. 
In the same year he was nominated 
an Officer of the Legion of Honour 
In 1879 he was created an honorary 
LL.D. of Cambridge, and an hono- 
rary D.C.L. of Oxford. Sir F. 
Leighton was for many years 
Colonel of the Artists" corps of 
Volunteers : he resigned that com- 
mand in July, 1883. He accepted, 
in Aiig 1883, the presidency of an 
English commission which was 
formed for the International Exhi- 
bition of the Graphic Arts in 
Vienna. 

LEIGHTON, John, F.S.A., 
artist, descended from the Leigh- 
tons of Dlysseshaven, Forfarshire, 


N.B , was born. Sept 15, 1S22, in 
the parish of St. James’s, W'est- 
minster, and became a pupil of Mr. 
Howai'dj E A His first pubhshed 
work was a series of outlines in 
1844, but prior to this he had con- 
tributed to cartoon exhibitions. 
About 1848-50 he published several 
serio-comic brochures under the noin 
de guerre of " Luke Limner,"" being 
safees on art principles, then little 
understood. In 1851 Mi. Leighton 
aided Owen Jones in arranging the 
first World’s Fair in Hyde Park. 
About this time our artist produced 
a series of twenty -four outlines, 
entitled "Money;” finding time 
also to aid in the foundation of 
the first School of Drawing for 
Artizans. To aid design he produced 
the first book in which all styles 
were used as motifs. This work he 
greatly extended and republished in 
ISSl, under its old title of " Sugges- 
tions in Design."" With Eossetti 
and many members of the advanced 
school he promoted a Free Exhibi- 
tion of Pictures, and with Eoger 
Fenton founded the Photographic 
Society. In 1859-60 Mr. Leighton 
sat in committee with the first 
artists at the Society of Arts in 
codifying the Copyright Acts, under 
the presidency of Sir Charles East- 
lake, PJRA. In 1877 he assisted at 
the Antwerp Congress, and again 
in Paris, 1878, at the Louvre, under 
the presidency of M Meissonier. 
Mr. Leighton has great bibho- 
graphical and typographical expe- 
rience, having lectured on ‘^‘^Libra- 
ries and Books,” on ‘^‘^Orienta 
Art,” and Binocular Perspec- 
tive.” He contributed suggestions 
to the Eoyal Academy Commission 
in favour of the removal to Bur- 
lington House, reporting upon the 
future art libi*ary there.

LE JEUNE, Henky, A.E.A., of 


Flemish extraction, was born m 
1819. In early life he was sent to 
study at the British Museum, and 
in 1841 he obtained the gold medal 
of the Eoyal Academy for a picture 
of " Samson bursting his Bonds ” 
He was Head Master of the Govern- 
ment School of Design from 1845 to 
1848, when he became Curator of 
the Pamting School at the Eoyal 
Academy, retiring from this post in 
1864. 'Ke has been a frequent ex- 
hibitor since 1841, and was chosen 
an A E A. in 1863. 

LELAND, Charles Godfrey, 
born at Philadelphia, Aug. 15, 1824. 
He graduated at Princeton College 
in 1S46, and subsequently studied 
at the Universities of Heidelberg, 
Munich, and Paris. He was ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1851, but soon 
relinquished law for literature, and 
contributed largely to periodicals. 
For several years he resided in 
Europe, but returned to the United 
States in 1880, and is now conduct- 
ing an experiment in industrial art 
education m the public schools of 
Philadelphia. His works, many 
of which are of a humorous or 
burlesque character, include, " The 
Poetry and Mystery of Dreams,”

LEMOINNE, John Smile, pub- 
licist, born in London, of French 
parents, Oct. 17, 1815 ; commenced 
his studies in England, and finished 
> Y Y 2 
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them in France . In 1840 the director 
of the Jowmal dies DdhaU intrusted 
with the supervision of the 
English correspondence of that 
■joumal^ a position which he still 
holds. He has contributed to the 
Bevue des Deuas Mondes numerous 
articles^ for the most part relating 
to political history, England, and 
biography. Several of these articles 
were published in a, separate form, 
under the title of Etudes Critiques 
et Biographiques,^' in 1862 He 
was elected a member of the French 
Academy in succession to Jules 
Janm, May 13, 1875, and his rece^ 
tion was on March 2, 1876. His 
keen and often hostile criticism of 
Engbsh policy is always read with 
interest by the more serious portion 
of Frenchmen, and is not dis- 
regarded in England ; and it may 
be said that it is chiefly by his 
exertions as a journalist that he 
obtained admission to the French 
Academy ; but he is the author of 
a number of able articles in the 
Bevue des D&iix Mondes, which have 
deservedly obtained a European 
reputation. Mr. Lemoiime has 
written no continuous book. ^'More 
than once,” he said to his fellow 
Academicians, on the occasion of 
his reception, " when the ambition 
of sitting among you was suggested 
to me, I was told, ^ Write a book.'’ 
My book, I have been writing it 
every day for thirty years, and I 
thari you for having discovered 
it.” On Feb. 6, 1880, he was 
definitively chosen by the Left 
Centre for the Life Senatorship 
vacant by the death of M. de 
Lavergne, and in April of the same 
year he was appointed French 
Minister at Brussels. 

LENOEMANT, Feancois, is the 
son of Charles Lenormant, a distin- 
guished French antiquary and his- 
torian, and a member of the Ins'fei- 
tute, who died in 1859 He was 
bom at Paris in 1835, and became 
known at an early age by his 
numismatic and archaeological re- 
searches, undertaken by the advice 


and under the direction of his 
father. In 1857 he carried off the 
numismatic prize awarded by the 
Academy of Inscriptions. He made 
several archaeological tours in Ger- 
many, Italy, and the East He 
happened to be in Syria, charged 
with an official mission, at the time 
of the massacres of the Christians 
in 1860, which he described in a 
series of letters addressed to news- 
papers in Paris, and afterwards 
reprinted under the title of " Hne 
Persecution du Christianisme en 
1860 les derniers Evenements de 
Syrie,” 1860. In that year (1860) 
M. Lenormant had made important 
excavations at Eleusis, and in 1866 
he was appointed a member of the 
scientific commission which was 
sent to observe the volcanic pheno- 
mena of the island of Santorin. 
He was nominated sub-librarian 
of the Institute in 1862, but he 
resigned that post in 1872, and in 
1874 he was appointed Professor of 
Archaeology in the Bibhotheque 
Nationale. During the siege of 
Paris he served as a volunteer in 
the 9th Eegiment of the National 
Guard of Pans, and was wounded 
at Buzenval. He attended the 
Congress of Orientalists held in 
Florence in Sept., 1878. Being, 
like his father, a sincere Catholic, 
he contributed largely to the Ann 
de la Beligion, the Corresjpondant, 
and the Gazette de France. From 
1869 to 1872 he was editor of the 
Moniteur des Architectes, and in 
1874 he foxmded, in conjunction 
with M. de Witte, the Gazette 
ArcMologigue. Among his works 
are .

LEO THE THIRTEENTH, His 
Holiness Pope, the 258th Roman 
Pontiff, and 257th successor of St. 
Peter, is the son of Count Ludovico 
Pecci, by his wife Anna Prosperi. 
He was bom at Carpineto, in the 
diocese of Anagni, m the State of 
the Church, March 2, 1810, and was 
baptized by the names of Ymcenzo 
and Gioacchino. His mother 
always called him by his first name, 
which was also used by himself up 
to the termination of his studies, 
when he fegan to use the second 


name, Gioacchino. In 1818 his 
father sent him, along with his 
elder brother Giuseppe, to the 
Jesuit College of Yiterbo There 
he was taught grammar and 
humanities under Father Leonardo 
Giribaldi, a man of great learning, 
until the year 1824, when, on his 
mother's death, he was sent to Rome 
to the care of an imcle, and took 
up his residence in an apartnfent in 
the palace of the Marchese Muti. 
In Nov., 1824, he entered the 
schools of the CoUegio Romano, 
then restored to the Jesuits, and 
had for his teachers Fathers Ferdi- 
nando Mmini and Giuseppe Bon- 
vicini, both distinguished for elo- 
quence and virtue of no common 
order. Three years later he began 
to study mathematics. He had for 
mstructors Father Giovanbattista 
Pianciani, nephew of Leo SII., and 
Father Andrea Carafa, a mathema- 
tician of renown. Young Pecci 
signalised himself by his assiduity 
and talent, and in 1828 got the first 
premium m Physico-Chemistry, and 
the first accessit m mathematics. 
Then he passed to the course of 
philosophy, and in the four years 
of that curriculum he attended the 
lectures of Fathers Giovanni Per- 
rone, Francesco Manera, Michele 
Zecchiuelli, Comehus Yan Ever- 
broeck, and Francesco Xaveno 
Patrizi, brother of the late Cardinal 
Patrizi. While studying philosophy 
Pecci was entrusted, despite his 
youth, to give repetitions in philo- 
sophy to the pupils of the German 
College. In his third year of philo- 
sophy he sustained a public dis- 
putation, and obtained the first 
premium (1830). The following 
year, being then but 21 years old, 
he obtained the laurea in philosophy. 
Even m Yiterbo young Pecci was 
noticed for his ability and for his 
perfect propriety of conduct. In 
Rome he seemed entirely devoted 
to study, and took no part in enter- 
tainments, conversazioni, amuse- 
ments, or plays. At the age of 12 
or 13 he wrote Latin, prose or verse. 
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with a marvellous facility. Having 
entered the College of Nohle Eccle- 
siastics, the Ahhate Pecci fre- 
quented the schools of the Roman 
University to learn canon and civil 
law. Pecci and Duke Sisto Riario 
Sforza (afterwards Cardinal Arch- 
bishop of Naples) were the two 
brilliant youths who eclipsed all 
the rest of their companions in 
study. Cardinal Antonio Sala took 
much interest in Pecci, and assisted 
>>7Tn with advice and instruction. 
Becoming a doctor m laws, he was 
made by Pope Gregory XYI a 
domestic prelate and Referendary 
of the Segnatura, March 16, 1837. 
Cardinal Carlo Odescalchi, famous 
for his humility in renouncmg the 
purple to enter the Society of Jesus, 
gave Pecci holy orders in the chapel 
of St. Stanislas Kostka, in S. An- 
drea al Quirinale, and on Deo. 23, 
1837, conferred the priesthood upon 
Mm in t he ch apel of the Vicariate. 
Gregory XYI. bestowed upon him 
the title of Prothonotary A^stolic, 
and appointed him Apostofic Dele- 
gate at Benevento, Perugia, and 
Spoleto in succession. In these 
important posts he ruled with firm- 
ness and prudence, and while at 
Benevento he, by Ms energy, put a 
stop to the brigandage which had 
before infested that district. In 
1843 he was again promoted by 
Pope Gregory XYE., being sent as 
Nuncio to Belgium, and on Jan. 17 
in that year he was created Arch- 
bishop of Damietta, %% parhhus 
infidehurrij to qualify him for Ms 
office of Nuncio. He remamed at 
Brussels for three years, and was 
then nominated Bishop of Perugia 
on Jan. 19, 1846, about four months 
previous to the death of Gregory 
XVI. The assertion that that Pon- 
tiff created Pecci a Cardinal in 
pectore before he died, and that 
Pius IX allowed seven years to 
elapse before he gave effect to the 
nomination made by Ms predecessor 
in pectore has been often made, but 
the statement has no foundation in 
fact. He was created and pro- | 


claimed a Cardinal by Pius IX. in 
the Consistory of Deo 19, 1863. 
He was a member of several of the 
Congregations of Cardinals — among 
them those of the Council, of 
Rites, and of Bishops and Regu- 
lars In Sept., 1877, he was se- 
lected by Pope Pius IX. to fill the 
important office of Cardinal Camer- 
lengo of the Holy Roman Church, 
which post had become vacant b y 
the death of Cardinal De Angelis. 
In that capacity, after the death of 
the late Pope (Eeb 7, 1878), he 
acted as Head of the Church in 
temporal matters, made the ar- 
rangements for the last solemn 
obsequies of the Pontiff, received 
the Catholic ambassadors, and 
superintended the preparations for 
the Conclave. Sixty-two Cardinals 
attended the Conclave, which was 
closed in the Vatican on Monday, 
Eeb. 18, 1878. In the first scru- 
tiny, made on the following morn- 
ing, Pecci had 19 votes, the others 
being scattered among various 
Cardinals, such as Eranchi, Bilio, 
De Luca, Martinelli, and Eerrieri. 
In the second scrutiny, on the 
evening of Tuesday, Cardinal 
Pecci^s votes rose to 34, and in the 
scrutiny on Wednesday (Eeb 20) 
morning to 44 The election was 
then at an end, and the Cardinal 
Camerlengo was made Pope by the 
acclamation of all. The news was 
officially proclaimed to the outside 
world at a quarter past one o^clock, 
from the gallery of St. Peter's, 
when it was announced that his 
Holiness had assumed the name of 
Leo XIII On March 3 he was 
crowned in the Sistine Chapel, all 
the ancient ceremonies bemg ob- 
served, save the benediction TJrhi ei 
Orhij from the loggia of St Peter's. 
One of the first acts of his Pontifi- 
cate was the restoration of the 
Merarchy in Scotland. While 
Bishop of Perugia Cardinal Pecci 
addressed several pastoral letters 
to Ms flock. One of these, written on 
the occasion of the Lenten Indult 
for the year 1868, has been printed. 
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LEOPOLD II. (Leopold-Lotjis- 
Philippe-Maeie-Yictoe), King of 
tLe Belgians, son of the late King 
Leopold I., upon whose death, which 
occurred Dec. 10, 1865, he suc- 
ceeded to the throne as Leopold II., 
was horn at Brussels, April 9, 1835, 
and married, August 22, 1853, the 
Archduchess Maria of Austria, by 
whom he has had three children — 
two daughters and one son, the 
Duke of Brabant, who died in Jan , 
1869, at the age of ten In 1855, 
in company with the Duchess of 
Brabant, he made a lengthened 
tour through Europe, Egypt, and 
Asia Minor. As Duke of Brabant, 
he took a prominent part in several 
important discussions in the Senate, 
especially m that relatmg to the 
establislment of a maritime service 
between Antwerp and the Levant. 
His Majesty has visited this coun- 
try very frequently. His "silver 
wedding was celebrated with great 
rejoicings in Aug , 1878, 

LEOPOLD, Peincb. (See Al- 
bany, Duke op.) 

LEPSIIJS,Kabl Eichaed, orien- 
talist, born at Haumberg, Dec. 20, 
1813, studied philology at Leipsic, 
G-ottingen, and Berlin, under the 
direction of Bopp. After receiving 
his doctor^s degree in 1833, he re- 
paired to Paris, furnished with 
letters of recommendation from 
Yon Humboldt, and in 1834 gained 
the Yolney prize for his memoir, 
" Palseography applied to Lin- 
guistic Eesearches,'' published at 
Leipsic, in 1842. This treatise was 
followed by two important ones, 
printed in the Transactions of the 
Academy of Berlin: — "Eeport on 
the Semitic, Indian, ancient Per- 
sian, ancient Egyptian, and Ethi- 
opic Alphabets,” and " On the 
Origin of the Houns of Number in 
the Indo-Germanic, Semitic and 
Coptic Languages.” In 1835 he 
went to Italy to make researches 
in various libraries, and at Eome 
gained the friendship of Bunsen. 
In 1837 he pubHshed his celebrated 
^Letter to M* EoseUmi on the 


Hieroglyphic Alphabet,” which was 
followed by "Memoirs on the Archi- 
tecture and Monuments of the 
Egyptians.” Since that time Lep- 
sius has confined his researches and 
studies almost exclusively to lan- 
guages and Egyptian antiquities. 
In 1838 he was sent to England by 
the Archseological Institute, where, 
meeting with Bunsen, the project 
was formed of an expedition to 
Egypt, which had the sanction of 
the King of Prussia. This expedi- 
tion, which comprised English and 
German men of science as well as 
artists, left England in Sept , 1842. 
Favoured by the protection of 
Mehemet Ali, it lasted four years, 
and produced the happiest results. 
On his return to Germany, in 1846, 
Lepsius was nominated Titular Pro- 
fessor at Berlin, and a member of 
the Academy of Sciences He has 
since occupied himself in publishing 
the fruits of his researches on the 
history, geography, chronology, the 
arts, language, literature, and reli- 
gion of the Egyptians. "Monu- 
ments of Egypt and Ethiopia” 
appeared in 1853-57 , " The Uni- 
versal Linguistic Alphabet ” in 
1855 j and " Standard Alphabet for 
reducing Unwritten Languages and 
Foreign Graphic Systems” (Lond. 
and Berlin), in 1863. He has pub- 
lished a work on the Nile, which 
has been translated into English. 

LESLIE, Gboege Dunlop, E.A., 
the youngest son of the late Charles 
Eobert Leslie, E.A., was bom at 
12, Pineapple Place, St. John^s 
Wood, London, July 2, 1835, and 
educated at the Mercers’ School in 
the City. From his father he re- 
ceived, of course, a great deal of 
instruction m art ; and the pure 
and •bender feeling, as well as the 
simphcity and method, which dis- 
tinguish so many works of the 
father, seem to be reflected in the 
productions of the son. Young 
Leslie was, however, placed by his 
father at Mr. F. Cary’s School of 
Art, Bloomsbury, whence he was 
adinitted a student in the Life 
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School of the Eoyal Academy in 
April, 1854. The first picture he 
exhibited, called appeared 

at the British Institution in 1857, 
and was purchased by Lord Hough- 
ton. In the same year two small 
pictui'es by him were hung at the 
Boyal Academy, where he has since 
reg^arly exhibited In the spring 
of 1869 his father died, leaving the 
young artist entirely to his own 
resources He was elected an Asso- 
ciate of the Boyal Academy in 1868, 
and a Eoyal Academician June 29, 
1876 The principal pictures he 
has exhibited are ‘‘'Matilda” and 
" Bethlehem,” 1860 j “ Fast-day at 
the Convent,” 1861 ; "A Summer 
Song,” 1862 ; "The Lost Carkanet” 
and ‘'The War Summons,” 1863; 
"The Flower and the Leaf” and 
" Say, Ta ! ” 1864 ; " The Defence 
of Lathom House,” 1865; "Cla- 
rissa,” 1866, which was also exhi- 
bited at the Paris International Ex- 
hibition; "Willow, WiUow,” "The 
Country Cousins,” "Ten Minutes 
to Decide,” and "The Eose Har- 
vest,” 1867 ; " Home Hews ” and 
"The Empty Sleeve,” 1868 ; " Celiacs 
Harbour ” and " Cupid^s Curse,” 
1869; "Fortunes” and "Carry,” 

1870, "Hausicaa and her Maids,” 

1871 , " Lavinia,” " An Elopement, 
A.D. 1790,” and "Lucy and Puck,” 

1872, "The Fountain,” 1873 ; "Pot 
Fourri,” "The Hut-Brown Maid” 
and "Five o^Clock,” 1874, "School 
Eevisited,^’ " The Path by the 
Eiver,” and " On the Banks of the 
Thames, A.D. 200,” in 1875 ; 
"Eoses,” "My Duty towards my 
neighbour,” "Violet,” and "La- 
vender,” 1876, "Cowslips’^ and 
" The Lass of Eichmond Hill ” (his 
diploma picture), 1877 j and " Home, 
Sweet Home,” 1878, "Haughty 
Kitty” and "Alice in Wonder- 
land,” containing portraits of the 
artist's wife and daughter, 1879; 
"All that Grlitters is not Oold,” 
1880; "Hen and Chickens,” 1881 ; 
"Molly,” "Sally in our Alley,” 
"Pique,” and "A Daughter of 
Charity,” 1882 ; " Daughters of 


Eve” and "Wayside Eest,” 1883. 
"My aim in art,” he says, "has 
always been to paint pictures from 
the sunny side of English domestic 
life, and as much as possible to 
render them cheerful companions 
to their possessors. The times arc 
so imbued with turmoil and misery, 
hard work and utilitarianism, that 
innocence, joy, and beauty seem to 
be the most fitting subjects to ren- 
der such powers as I possess useful 
to my fellow-creatures ” 

LESLIE, Henry David, musical 
composer, son of John Leslie, born 
in London, June 18, 1822, and edu- 
cated at the Palace School, Enfield, 
commenced his musical studies in 
1838, under the direction of Charles 
Lucas. He was appointed Hon. 
Sec. of the Amateur Musical Society 
of London on its formation in 1817, 
and from 1855 until its dissolution 
in 1861 was its conductor. In 1856 
he founded the choral society known 
by his name, and is Principal of 
the College of Music, an institu- 
tion founded in 1864. He has com- 
posed " Te Deum ” and " Jubilate 
in D,” published in 1841, "Or- 
chestral Symphony in F,” in 1847 ; 
Festival Anthem, "Let God Arise,” 
for soprano and tenor solo, double 
chorus and orchestra, in 1849 ; 
dramatic overture, " The Templar,” 
in 1852 , oratorio, " Immanuel,” in 
1853; operetta, "Eomance, or Bold 
Dick Turpin,” and oratorio, "Ju- 
dith,^' in 1857, cantata, "Holy- 
rood,” in 1860, wedding cantata, 
"The Daughter of the Isles,” in 
1861 ; besides various compositions 
for stringed instruments, and some 
sixty or seventy single songs, duets, 
anthems, and pianoforte pieces, Mr. 
Leslie in 1864 composed a romantic 
opera in three acts. 

LESSEES, VicoMTE Ferdinand 
DE, diplomatist and engineer, born 
at Versailles, Hov. 19, 1805, was 
appointed, in 1828, Attache to the 
French consulate at Lisbon, and 
after holding various consular 
offices in Europe and the East, was 
made Consul at Barcelona in 1842, 
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during the bombardment of which 
town he zealously devoted himself 
to protect Brench life and property, 
besides affording an asylum to 
Spaniards and others on board 
French ships. His fame rests 
chiefly on his scheme to pierce the 
Isthmus of Suez by means of a 
canalj and in successfully carrying 
it out he showed much zeal and in- 
defatigable energy. In was in 1854, 
when in Egypt on a visit to Mehe- 
met Said, that he opened the pro- 
ject to Said Pasha, who, seeing the 
advantage that might be expected 
to accrue from its execution, invited 
him to draw up a memorial on the 
subject This was done with full 
details, under the title of “ Perce- 
ment de ITsthme de Suez expose, 
et Documents Officiels.-’^ M de 
Lesseps received a firman sanction- 
ing the enterprise in 1864, and a 
letter of concession was granted by 
the Yiceroy of Egypt, in Jan., 1856. 
Eminent English engmeers (and 
among them the late 0*. Stephen- 
son) questioned its practicabihty, 
which, however, has since been 
clearly demonstrated. The works 
were commenced soon after the^ 
company was constituted, in 1859 r 
large sums were subsequently ex- 
pended, and the late Pasha of 
Egypt was induced to take a large 
number of shares in the undertaking 
besides permitting M. de Lesseps 
to employ native labourers. This 
ingenious scheme was at first 
favoured by a portion of the com- 
mercial body in this country j but 
a behef soon gained ground that 
the project was virtually a pohtical 
one, and m this point of view it 
received no encouragement from 
the British G-overnment. On the 
death of the late Pasha of Egypt in 
1863, the question of the sanction 
of tho Ottoman Porte was more 
actively discussed, and the right of 
the Sultan to grant it formally in- 
sisted upon. The residt was the 
withdrawal of the permission to the 
company to hold any portion of 
Egyptian territory — ^the supposed 


covert design of the project , and 
after much dispute between M. de 
Lesseps and the Egyptian Govern- 
ment, the claim for^ compensation 
to the company he represented was 
left to the arbitration of the Em- 
peror of the French, who imposed 
certain conditions on both parties, 
and allowed the works to be con- 
tinued. A canal, with sufficient 
water to admit of the passage of 
steamboats, was opened Aug. 16, 
1865. By degrees, owing to the 
employment of gigantic dredges 
and a novel system of machines for 
raising and carrying away the sand, 
the bed of the canal was enlarged, 
so that small ships and schooners 
were enabled to pass through in 
March, 1867. At length the waters 
of the Mediterranean mingled with 
those of the Bed Sea m the Bitter 
Lakes, Aug. 15, 1869, an event 
which was commemorated by grand 
fetes at Suez j and 'on Hov. 17 the 
canal was formally opened at Port 
Said amid a series of festivities 
participated m by the Empress of 
the French, the Emperor of Austria, 
the Crown Prince of Prussia, Prince 
Wijliam of Orange, the Enghsh 
and Bussian Ambassadors at Con- 
stantinople, and a large number of 
English and Continental merchants 
and journalists. A grand proces- 
sional fleet, composed of foiiy ves- 
sels, then set out from Port Said in 
the direction of Ismailia. A few 
days after the inauguration, M. de 
Lesseps married Mdlle. Autard de 
Bragard, a very young Creole of 
English extraction. In Feb , 1870, 
the Paris Societe de Geographie 
awarded the Empress's new prize 
of 10,000 francs to M. de Lesseps, 
who gave the money as a contribu- 
tion to the society's projected ex- 
pedition to Equatorial Africa. He 
was appointed to the rank of Grand 
Cross of the Legion of Honour, 
Nov. 19, 1869 ; received the cordon 
of the Italian Order of St. Maurice 
in Dec. 1869 ; and was nominated 
by Queen Victoria an honorary 
Knight Grand Commander of the 
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Order of tbe Star of India^ Aug. 19, 
1870. The honorary freedom of the 
City of London was pnhlicly pre- 
sented to him, July 30, 1870 In 
July, 1873, the Paris Academy of 
Sciences chose M. de Lesseps a free 
member in the place of M. de Ver- 
nenil deceased. In 1875 he pub- 
lished '^Lettres, journal, et docu- 
ments pour serYir a Tlustoire du 
canal du Suez.'’^ Por this work the 
Prench Academy awarded to him 
the Marcelin G-uerm prize of 5,000 
francs (May, 1876). On June 21, 
1881, he was elected President of 
the French Geographical Society in 
the place of Admiral de la Eonciere- 
le-Noury. Dunng the Egyptian 
expedition of 1882 M. de Lesseps 
violently opposed the policy pursued 
by Great Britain, and regarded 
iiabi Pasha as a noble patriot. In 
the following year M. de Lesseps 
entered into a preliminary agree- 
*ment with Her Majesty^s Govern- 
ment for the outtir^ of a second 
Suez Canal j but as the arrangement 
did not receive the sanction of the 
House of Commons, the negotiations 
were abandoned. The broad ribbon 
of the Persian Order of the Lion 
and the Sun was presented to M 
de Lesseps, July 25, 1883. 

LEVI, Leon’S, F.S.A, born at 
Ancona, in Italy, July 6, 1821, was 
educated for mercantile pursuits, 
in 1844 arrived at Liverpool, and in 
1847 was naturalised, and became a 
British subject. Mr. Levi being 
struck with the want, in so great a 
commercial community as Liverpool, 
of a Chamber of Commerce, with a 
supplemental tribunal of commerce 
for the settlement of commercial 
disputes, agitated the question as 
one of public interest. His appeal 
was successful, and the Liverpool 
Chamber of Commerce was estab- 
lished in 1849, and numbers up- 
wards of 600 members. This im- 
portant example led to the forma- 
tion of similar institutions in other 
commercial towns in ■fche provinces 
In his capacity of Hon. Sec. of the 
Liverpool Chamber of Commerce, 


Mr Levi procured information re- 
specting similar institutions abroad, 
and was enabled to produce his 
Commercial Law of the World/^ 
1850, a second edition of which, 
under the title of ^'International 
Commercial Law,'^ appeared in 
1873 This work gained for the 
author the Swmey Prize awarded 
by the Society of Arts and the Col- 
lege of Physicians, and from the 
Emperor of Austria and the King 
of Prussia their great gold medal 
for science and art. Mr Levi sug- 
gested the utility of an Interna- 
tional Commercial Code, and lec- 
tured on the subject before the 
Chambers of Commerce. A confer- 
ence presided over by Lord 
Brougham and the Earl of Harrow- 
by was held in London on the 
subject, and the result was that two 
Acts were passed, 19 & 20 Vict. 
c. 60, and 19 & 20 Viet c. 97, 
whereby the mercantile laws of 
the United Kingdom were made 
uniform on many points. Since 
then, considerable advance has been 
made towards unity of commercial 
legislation even in foreign countries 
In 1856 he read a paper on " Judi- 
cial Statistics ” before the Law 
Amendment Society, and afterwards 
prepared a series of resolutions and 
a bill on the subject which Lord 
Brougham introduced in the House 
of Lords. Hence the publication of 
the annual volumes on Judicial 
Statistics for England and Wales, 
Scotland and Ireland. Mr Levi 
has written " On Taxation • How it 
IS Eaised, and How it is Expended,” 
published, in 1860 , and many of his 
contributions may be found in the 
Journal of the Statistical Society, the 
Transactions of the British Associa- 
tion, and the Journal of the Society 
of Arts. He has also written a 
" History of British Commerce and 
of the Economic Progress of the 
British Nation, 1863-70 ” (1872), a 
second edition of which, bringing 
the History down to 1878, was pub- 
lished m 1880, " Work and Pay , ” 
"War, and its Consequences,” &o.

In 1852, the Council of Kmg^s 
College, London, allowed him to 
give evening lectures on Commerce 
and Commercial Law, and he was 
appointed Professor of the Practice 
and Principles of Commerce in that 
College. His contributions to sta- 
tistical science are extensive. He 
was called to the bar at Lincoln^s 
Inn in 1869, was created a Doctor 
of Political and Economical Sciences 
by the University of Tubingen in 
1861, is a Fellow of the Statistical 
Society, and of the Society of 
Antiquaries, a member of the 
Society of iits, and a Fellow of the 
Eoyal Q-eographical Society. In 
1881, Professor Levi founded in 
Ancona, his native town, a lecture- 
ship on the “ Laws of Commerce 
in relation to Science and Moral 
and International Laws ; and the 
King of Italy nominated him 
Cavaliere of the Order of the Cro'tvn 
of Italy, and of SS. Maurizio and 
Lazzaro. 

LEVISSOHH, Dr. Joseph, bom 
in Germany at the close of the last 
century, was carefully educated, in 
the Jewish synagogue, in the reli- 
gious tenets of his people. His 
learning and pious zeal pointed him 
out as a fit person to fill the vacant 
principal rabbinical post in Wtir- 
temburgj but discussion with a 
Russian nobleman on religious mat- 
ters led to his readmg the Hew 
Testament, and this resulted in his 
resigning his function as Master 
in Israel ” He went to St Peters- 
burg, where he was admitted as a 
member of the Greet Church, and 
was appointed Professor of Hebrew 
and Divinity in the University. In 
his zeal for the conversion of his 
brethren, he impressed upon Nicho- 
las I. the importance of translating 
into Hebrew the Russo - Greek 
Liturgy, known as the compilation 
of St. Chrysostom. Nicholas I 
authorized the undertaking, the 
expenses of which were enormous, 
and Dr Levissohn^s adversaries in 
the Council of Censors urged the 
Czar to suppress the translation as 


not well adapted to undergo the 
searchmg criticism of learned 
Jews, who abound in Russia. The 
whole impression has since been 
guarded under the lock and key of 
the Censorial Synod of St. Peters- 
burg, two copies excepted, one of 
which is in the library of the 
British Museum, and the other in 
the study of the Bishop of St. 
David's. In 1858, when the Czar 
determined to organize a Russo- 
Greek ecclesiastical establishment 
at Jerusalem, he sent a large staff 
of ecclesiastical dignitaries and 
officials, inclusive of Dr. Levis- 
sohn. The professor made some 
valuable discoveries in Samaritan 
MSS. at Nablus, some accoimt of 
which was published at Paris in 
1862. H!is orthodoxy has, however, 
been impugned, and his enemies at 
court succeeded in getting his sup- 
plies from head-quarters stopped. 
He IS affectionately befriended by 
the Russian bishop at Jerusalem, 
in whose house he lives, and de- 
votes his time to Biblical re- 
searches , 

LEVY, Emile, a French painter, 
bom at Paris Aug. 29, 1826, studied 
at the icole 46s Beaux-Arts, as a 
pupil of Abel de Pujol and of 
Picot, and gained the Prize of 
Rome in 1854. He sent from Rome, 
m the following year, to the Uni- 
versal Exposition at Paris, his pic- 
ture of ‘^Noah cursing Ham,” 
which was purchased by Sie State. 
Among the pictures which he sub- 
sequently exhibited at the annual 

Salons,” we may mention Le 
Souper libre” and ^^Ruth et 
No4mi,” 1859 ; La Rentr^e des 
foins,” 1861 ; Yercmg4torix se 
rendant a Cesar,” Yenus eeignant 
sa ceinture,” and '‘’La Messe au 
Champs,” 1863; ^adylle,” 1864; 
"Diane,” 1865; "La Mort d'Or- 
phee ” and another " Idylle,” 1866 ; 
" L'Arc-en-ciel ” and Les Lilas,” 
1863; " L'Hesitation ” and "La 
Musique,” 1869 ; "Le Jugement de 
Midas,” 1870 ; " Jeune fiHe portant 
des fruits,” 1872; "Le Sentier,” 
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1873 ; L^ Amour et la Eolie, 
1874; Buisseau” and 

Bateau/^ 1875; “Le Saule" and 

Baigneuse/^ 1876 ; Meta su- 
dans/^ 1877; “Caligula/^ 1878; 
and "Les Jeunes epouxj" 1879. 

LEWIS, The Bight Bbv. John 
Traveeb, D D., LL.D., Bisliop of 
Ontario, born in 1827, was educated 
at Trinity College, Dublin, where 
be graduated as senior moderator 
in etbics and logic, and was gold 
medaUist. He was ordained in 
1848, and held the curacy of New- 
town-Butler, went to Canada m 
1850, and was appointed by the 
bishop of Toronto to the pastoral 
charge of the parish of Hawkes- 
bury, which he exchanged in 1864 
for lie rectory of BrooknUe. He 
was appointed first Bishop of 
Ontario, in Upper Canada, Jan. 26, 
1862. 

LEWIS, The B.ight Bbv. 
Bicharp, D.D , Bishop of Llandaff 
bom about 1822, was educated at 
Worcester College, Oxford (B.A. 
1843; M.A. 1846). He was col- 
lated to the rectory of Lampeter- 
Yelfry, BTarberth, Pembrokeshire, 
in 1851, and was appointed Arch- 
deacon of St. David^s in 1875. In 
1883 he was appointed Bishop of 
Llandaff m succession to Dr. Olh- 
vant, and was consecrated to that 
see by the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury (Dr. Benson), in St. Paul's 
Cathedral, on April 25. 

LEWIS, William James, M.A., 
born near B^ewtown, Montgomery- 
shire, Jan 16, 1847, was elected a 
scholar of Jesus College, Oxford, in 
Oct., 1865, and obtained a first class 
in iiie TJmversity examinations in 
mathematics and natural science. 
He was elected a Fellow of Oriel 
College, in April, 1879. For some 
time he was assistant-master at 
Cheltenham College. He was a 
member of the total eclipse expedi- 
tions (English) of 1870 and 1871, 
and his observations on the polariza- 
tion of the corona have been pub- 
lished in the volume of Solar 
Eclipses issued imder the auspices , 


of the Boyal Astronomical Society. 
In 1874 he commenced the study of 
mineralogy, and for that purpose 
went to Cambridge, where he re- 
ceived the valuable assistance of 
Professor William Hallows Miller. 
He held an appointment in the 
Mineral Department of the British 
Museum from 1875 to 1877, in which 
latter year he resigned, owing to 
ill-health. He has contributed 
several papers on Crystallography 
to the PKilosojphical Magazine. In 
Feb. 1881, he was elected Professor 
of Mmeralogy at Cambridge, in 
succession to the late Dr. William 
Hallows Miller. 

LICHFIELD, Bishop op. (See 
Maclagan ) 

LIDDELL, The Vert Bev. 
Henry George, D.D., Dean of 
Christ Church, Oxford, eldest son 
of the late Bev. H. G. Liddell 
(formerly rector of Easington, Dur- 
ham, and brother of the late Lord 
Bavensworth), was bom in 1811. 
Having been educated at the Char- 
terhouse, and at Christ Church, 
Oxford, where he took a double 
first-class in 1833, he became suc- 
cessively Tutor and Censor of Christ 
Church, Public Examiner in Clas- 
sics, Select Preacher, and Proctor 
of the University, Head Master of 
Westminster School, a member of 
the Oxford University Commission, 
Domestic Chaplain to the late Prince 
Albert, and Chaplain Extraordinary 
to the Queen. He succeeded Dr. 
Gaisford as Dean of Christ Church 
in 1855, and became Vice-Chancel- 
lor of the University of Oxford in 
1870. He has written A History 
of Borne," published in 1855, which 
has gone through many editions, 
and IS joint author of "Liddell and 
Scott's Greek Lexicon," which first 
appeared in 1843, and of which the 
seventh edition, greatly augmented, 
was published in 1883. 

LIDDOH, The Bev. Henry 
Parry, D.D., D.C.L , Canon of 
St. Paul's Cathedral, bom in 1829, 
became a student of Christ Church, 
Oxford, where he graduated B.A, 
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in 1850^ taking* a second-class in 
Classics. In 1861 lie detained tlie 
Johnson Theological Scholarship, 
and in 1853 he proceeded to the 
degree of M A. Having taken 
orders he was, from 1854 to 1859, 
Yice-Principal of the Theological 
College of Cuddesdon. He was also 
Examining Chaplain to the late 
Bishop of Salisbury. In 1864 he 
was appointed Prebendary of Major 
Pars Altaris in Salisbury Cathedral. 
He has been Select Preacher at 
Oxford (1863-65, 1870-72, 1877-79), 
and in 1866 he was Bampton Lec- 
turer. Prom 1866 to 1875 he was 
a member of the Hebdomadal Coun- 
cil at Oxford. In 1870 he was in- 
stalled a Canon Residentiary of St- 
Panl^s Cathedral, and in the same 
year he was appointed Ireland Pro- 
fessor of the Exegesis of the Holy 
Scripture in the University of Ox- 
ford. At this period he was created 
D D , and an honorary D C.L. He 
resigned the Ireland Professorship 
in Oct. 1882. Canon Liddon is the 
author of "The Divinity of Jesus 
Christ j eight lectures preached 
before the University of Oxford in 
1866 on the foundation of the late 
Rev. John Bampton,'^ 8vo, 1867;

LIGHTPOOT, The Right Rev. 
Joseph Barber, D.D., D.C L., 
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LL.D., Bishop of Durham, was born 
at Liverpool in 1828, and received 
his education at Trmity College, 
Cambridge, where he obtained a 
scholarship in 1848, and graduated 
B A. in 1851 as a Wrangler, Senior 
Classic and Chancellor’s Medalhst. 
In 1853 he was Horrisian University 
Prizeman, and he proceeded M.A. 
m the next year, having been pre- 
viously, in 1852, elected to a fellow- 
ship in his college. In 1854 he was 
ordained deacon by the late Bishop 
of Manchester (Dr. Prince Lee), by 
whom he was also admitted to 
priest’s orders in 1858. Dr. Light- 
foot has been successively appointed 
Tutor of Trinity College, 1857 ; 
Select Preacher at Cambridge, 1858, 
&c ; Chaplain to the late Prince 
Consort, 1861; Honorary Chaplain 
in Ordinary "to her Majesty, 1862 ; 
Hulsean Professor of Divinity in 
the University of Cambridge, 1861 ; 
D D., 1864; Whitehall Preacher, 
1866; Examining Chaplain to Dr, 
Tait, Archbishop of Canterbiuy, 
1868, Canon Residentiary of St. 
Paul’s Cathedral, Peb. 1871 ; Hon- 
orary Pellow of Trinity College, 
Cambridge, 1872; Select Preacher 
at Oxford, 1874-75 ; and one of the 
Deputy Clerks of the Closet to her 
Majesty, Peb. 1875 ; Margaret Pro- 
fessor of Divinity at Cambridge, 
1875. In Jan. 1879 he was nomi- 
nated by the Crown, on the recom- 
mendation of the Earl of Beaeons- 
field, to fill the see of Durham, 
vacant by the resignation of Dr.

LILLY, ‘William Samuel, was 
born at Fifehead, Dorsetshire, m 
1840, and educated at St. Peter^s 
College, Cambridge, where in 1858 
he obtained the senior scholarship 
and the Classical Prize. He gradu- 
ated in 1861 in the Law Tripos, and 
in the same year obtaiaed an ap- 
pointment, by open competition, m 
the Civil Service of India. He was 
sent to the Presidency of Madras, 
where, after filling various pubhc 
offices, he was appointed, in 1869, 
TJnder-Secretary to the Govern- 
ment. He left India on account of 
iH health in 1870. He was called 
to the English bar in 1873, and m 
1874 was appointed Secretary to 
the Catholic IJnion of Great Britain, 
which office he still holds. He pub- 
lished in 1874 a work entitled 
"" Characteristics from the Writmgs 
of John Henry Newman," and is 
well known as a contributor to the 
Quarterly^ Dublin, Contemporary, 
and Fortnightly Reviews, and to the 
'Nineteenth Century, upon philoso- 
phical and historic^ subjects

LINDATJ, Paul, a German jour- 
nalist and author, born at Magde- 
burg, Jime 3, 1839, received his 
early education in the gymnasium 


of his native city, and continued 
his studies at Halle, Leipzig, and 
Berlin, paying special attention to 
philosophy and the history of 
literature. After the termination 
of his academical career he spent 
several years at Paris with the 
view of acquirmg, at the fountain- 
head, a thorough acquaintance 
with the early, as well as the mo- 
dern, hterature of Prance. He 
then became a contributor to vari- 
ous German periodicals. At a later 
period he made excursions into 
Italy, Belgium, the Netherlands, 
and England. On his return home 
he took his doctor’s degree, and in 
1864 he was appointed editor of the 
Dusseldorfer Zeitung, In 1865 he 
became connected with W olfi’s tele- 
graphic agency. From 1866 to 1869 
he was editor of the Mb erf elder Zei- 
tung, He founded in 1870, at Leip- 
zig, the Neue Blatt, an illustrated 
family journal , and in the follow- 
ing year settled in Berlin, where 
he &st conducted the hterary 
department of the Bazar, and then 
established in 1872 the Gegenwart, 
a weekly journal of politics and 
literature In 1878 he foimded at 
Berlin the monthly periodical Nord 
und Sud, and displayed remarkable 
activity as a writer on criticism 
and pohte literature He retired 
from the editorship of the Gegen- 
wait in 1881. Lindau is writing 
Berhn feuilletons for the Cologne 
Gazette, and is about to proceed to 
America for a temporary stay as 
special correspondent of the National 
Zeitung, to chronicle the festivities 
in connection with the inaugura- 
tion of the line of the Northern 
Pacific Railway Company, which is 
to connect the Atlantic with the 
Pacific These letters will describe 
his impressions of American hfe 
and people. Lindau is thoroughly 
French in his style and treatment 
of sub3ects His writings on the 
history of hterature comprise "^Mo- 
h^re" (in the supplement to the 
Lives of the Poets, 1872) ; "" Beau- 
marchais," 1875; ""Collected Es- 
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says/^ 1875, on tlie literature of the 
present day ; Alfred de Musset/^

LINDLET, The Eight Hon. Sia 
Nathaniel, is the eldest son of the 
late Dr. John Lindley, E.E.S. (Pro- 
fessor of Botany at University Col- 
lege, London, and author of nume- 
rous well-known botanical works), 
by Sarah, daughter of Mr. George 
Anthony Ereestone, of St. Mar- 
garet's, Suffolk. He was bom at 
Acton Green, Middlesex, in 1828, 
and educated at University Col- 
lege, London. He was called to 
the bar at the Middle Temple, 
in Michaelmas term, 1850, and 
practised in the Chancery comets. 
In 1872 he obtained a silk gown. 
He was appointed a Judge of 
the Court of Common Pleas in 
May, 1875, on which occasion he 
received the honour of knighthood. 
He became one of the Lords Jus- 
tices of the Court of Appeal in Nov 

1881, and a member of the Privy 
Council in the following month. 
He IS the author of an "" Introduc- 
tion to the Study of Jurisprudence," 


•and of a "" Treatise on the Law of 
Partnership and Compames." 

LINDSAY, Sir Coptts, of Bal- 
carres, born in 1824, late Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Grenadier Guards ; 
Lieutenant - Colonel commanding 
the Eife Eifle Volunteers ; and late 
Ma 3 or commanding the jSrst regi- 
ment of the Italian Legion, has, 
since his retirement from active 
military life, devoted himself to 
artistic pursuits. Durmg his resi- 
dence at Eome he became an inti- 
mate friend of the late Mr. Gibson, 
and embracing art as a serious 
study enjoyed the advantage of 
the mstruction of Ary Scheffer. 
Sir Coutts Lindsay, whom profes- 
sional artists decline to consider as 
an amateur, has exhibited many 
pictures at the Eoyal Academy, 
notably the "" Good Shepherd " and 
a portrait of "" Lord Somers." His 
most important work is, perhaps, 
to be found in Dorchester House, 
the central hall, of which is deco- 
rated entirely from his designs, and 
mainly by his own hand. Strongly 
imbued with the Early Italian idea 
of painting, for decorative purposes, 
upon a golden ground, he has left 
in Mr. Holford's mansion a substan- 
tial record of his skill. He is a 
trustee of the National Gallery, 
and was on the English Commis- 
sion, and a member of the Eine 
Arts Committee of the Paris Exhi- 
bition. He is the owner of the 
Grosvenor Gallery. In building 
this receptacle of art he was not 
actuated by any spirit of opposition 
to the Eoyal Academy, but rather 
by the idea of affording an increased 
area to artists for the exhibition of 
their works. 

LINDSEY, Charles, the Nestor 
of Canadian journalism, was born 
in Lmcolnshire, England, on the 
7th of Feb., 1820. At the age of 
twenty-two he emigrated to Caaiada, 
and m 1846 jomed the staff of the 
To<i onto Bxamvnera a newspaper that 
had been founded by the Hon. (now 
Sir) Francis Eincks, at the period 
of the Canadian Eebellion, in the 
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advocacy of Eesponsible Govern- 
ment. In 1853 he became editor- 
in-chief of the Toronto Leader^ a 
journal which^ he edited with con- 
spicuous ability until 1867, when 
he was appointed by the Hon J 
Sandfield Macdonald, Registrar of 
the City of Toronto — a position he 
still holds. In 1862 he published 
the ^^Life and Times of William 
Lyon Mackenzie, with an account 
of the Canadian Eebellion of 1837.'’^ 
In 1877 also appeared from Mr. 
Lindsey^s pen, Eome in Canada : 
the Ultramontane Struggle for Su- 
premacy over the Civil Power.^^ 
LIN GEN, Sib Rajuph Eobebt 
Wheelbb, K.C.B., only son of the 
late Mr. Thomas Lingen, of Bir- 
mingham, born in that town m 1819, 
was educated at Bridgnorth Gram- 
mar-school, whence he was elected, 
in 1837, to a scholarship at Trinity 
College, Oxford. He obtained the 
Ireland Scholarship in 1838, the 
Hertford Scholarship in 1839, gra- 
duated B.A. as a fir^class in clas- 
sics in 1840, was afterwards elected 
to a Fellowship at BaHiol College, 
and obtained the Chancellor’s prize 
for a Latin Essay in 1843, and the 
Eldon Law Scholarship in 1846. 
He was created an honorary D.C L. 
in 1881. He studied in the cham- 
bers of the late Mr. Peter Brodie 
and the late Mr. Heathfield, and 
was called to the bar, but shortly 
afterwards entered the Educational 
Department of the Privy Council, 
and in 1849 succeeded Sir J. P. Kay- 
Shuttleworth, Bart,, as Secretary 
In this capacity he is understood to 
have been one of the chief advisers 
and promoters of the framing and 
publication of the famous Educa- 
tional Minute which some years ago 
caused so much controversy in cleri- 
cal circles and amongst school- 
masters in general. In Jan. 1870 
he was appointed to succeed the 
Eight Hon G. A. Hamilton as Per- 
ir^ent Secretary of the Treasury. 
Sir Ealph Lingen, who was nomi- 
nated a Companion of the Order of 
the Bath in 1869, and a K.C.B. in 


1879, married, in 1852, Emma, 
second daughter of Mr. Eobert 
Hutton, of Putney-park, Surrey 

LINTON, Mbs Eliza, daughter 
of the late Eev. J. Lynn, vicar of 
Crosthwaite, Cumberland, was born 
at Keswick in 1822. Her first work 
of fiction, entitled "Azeth, the 
Egyptian,” appeared in 1846 ; 
"Amymone*. a Eomance of the 
Days of Pericles,” in 1848; and 
"Eealities,” a story of modern life, 
in 1851 , since which time this 
authoress has been connected with 
the press. In 1858 she was married 
to 35dr. William James Linton, the 
engraver and author. Her Witch 
Stories” appeared in 1861; ^'^The 
Lake Country,” illustrated by her 
husband, in 1864 ; Grasp Your 
Nettle,” in 1865 ; Lizzie Lorton of 
Greyrigg,” and " Sowing the Wind,” 
in 1866; "The True History of 
Joshua Davidson, Christian and 
Communist,” m 1872 ; " Patricia 
KembaH,” in 1874 ; " The Mad Wil- 
loughbys, and other Tales,” in i876 j 
" The Atonement of Learn Dxmdas,” 
"The World Well Lost,” in 1877; 
and "lone,” in 1882. Mrs Lynn 
Lmton is also credited with the 
authorship of the " Girl of the 
Period” in the Saturday Review, 
and with most of the papers that 
have appeared in that journal on 
the woman question. " Ourselves,” 
a book of essays on the same subject, 
by Mrs. Linton, appeared in 1867. 

LINTON, William James, born 
in London in 1812, was apprenticed 
to Mr. G. W. Bonner in 1828, became 
the partner in 1842 of the late Mr. 
Orrin Smith, and was engaged with 
him on the first works of importance 
pubhshed in the Illustrated London 
News. As an engraver on wood he 
ranks in the first class. In his 
younger days, as a zealous Chartist, 
he became intimately associated 
with the chief political refugees, 
in 1814 was concerned with Maz- 
zini in calling the attention of the 
House of Commons to the fact that 
the eidle’s letters had been opened 
by Sir James Graham ; and in 1848 
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was deputed to carry to the Preuch 
Provisional Government the first 
congratulatory address of English 
workmen. In 1851 he was one of 
the founders of the Leader news- 
paper , in 1855 became the manager 
and editor of Pen and Pencil ; and 
was for several years a regular 
poetical contributor to the Nation, 
durmg the editorship of Mr. Dufiy 
He has contributed to the Westmin- 
ster Revi&w, Examiner, and Sjpectator 
He has published . " A History of 
Wood Engraving,” and a series of 
" The Works of Deceased British 
Artists,” 1860 , " Claribel, and other 
Poems,” 1865 ; a “ Life of Thomas 
Paine,” " Some Practical Hints on 
Wood Engravmg,” 1879 ; and seve- 
ral volumes of “The English Ee- 
public.” In 1867 he went to Ame- 
rica, and eventually made his home 
in New Haven, Connecticut, where 
he conducts a large engraving esta- 
blishment. 

LIPPINCOTT, Saea Jane 
(Clarke), known by her pseudo- 
nym of “Grace Greenwood,” bom 
at Pompey, N ew York, Sept 23, 1823 . 
She was educated at Eochester, New 
York. Her father having removed 
to New Brighton, Pennsylvania, she 
joined him there in 1843, and occu- 
pied her leisure time in writing for 
magazines and periodicals. In 1863 
she was married to Mr. Leander H. 
Lippineott, of Philadelphia. In 1854 
she established the Little Pilgrim, 
a paper for children, which for some 
years had a wide circulation. She 
has appeared on the stage as a 
dramatic reader and as a lecturer. 
Besides frequent contributions to 
periodicals, she has published 
“ Greenwood Leaves,” 1S5D-52 , 
“ Bttstory of my Pets,” 1850 ; 
“Poems,” 1851; “ EecoUections of 
my Childhood,” 1851 ; “ Haps and 
Mishaps of a Tour in England,” 
1854 ; “ Merrie ‘ England,” 1855 ; 
“ Forest Tragedy, and other Tales,” 
1856 ; “ Stories and Legends of 
Travel,” 1858 ; “ Bistory for Chil- 
dren,” 1858 ; “ Stories from Famous 
Ballads,” 1860 ; “ Stories of Many 


Lands,” “ Stories and Sights in 
France and Italy,” and “Eecords 
of Five Years,” 1867 ; and “ New 
Life m New Lands,” 1873. 

LISZT, The Abb^ Franz, 
pianist, born at Szegszard, in Hun- 
gary, Oct. 22, 1811, made his first 
public appearance in a concert in 
his nmth year, and was afterwards 
placed under Czerny, Salieri giving 
him lessons in harmony. After 
eighteen months of zealous study, 
he played in a concert with success, 
and was taken to Paris, where he 
performed before the Duke of 
Orleans, and soon became a great 
favourite in that capital. In 1825 
an opera of his was produced, but 
didnot attract. B[aving made several 
successful tours through France and 
England, he in 1825 produced an 
opera, “ Don Sanche, ou le Chateau 
des Amours,'*^ which did not com- 
mand success. He at last heard 
Paganini, and resolved he would 
become the Paganini of the piano- 
forte. His compositions are chiefly 
valuable for having contributed to 
raise the art of piano-playing to a 
height of brilliancy before unat- 
tained, whilst his own creative 
powers on that instrument are so 
marvellous as to place him in the 
highest rank of great performers. 
He was promoted Commander of 
the Legion of Honour in 1861. 
Although in June, 1864, he wrote a 
letter contradicting the report that 
he had entered a convent, he took 
orders and received the tonsure, 
April 25, 1865, from his friend. 
Mgr. de Hoheiilohe, in the chapel 
of the Vatican. Since that period 
he has chiefly devoted his attention 
to religious music, and has organised 
numerous concerts and musical 
entertainments, the proceeds of 
which were devoted to works of 
Catholic charity. At the close of 
the year 1871 he removed from 
Eome, and returned to his native 
country, which generously granted 
him a pension of o8600 a year> with 
a nobBiary title. He was named 
Director of the Hungarian Academy 
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of Music in April, 1875. In 1879 
a canonry, .without cure of souls^ 
was granted by the Chapter of 
Alhano to the Abbe Liszt. At 
present he is at Weimar, occu- 
pied with the completion of a 
great oratorio, Stanislaus,^' at 
which he has been working for 
several years. Among smaller pro- 
ductions which he has lately pub- 
lished are a third " Mephisto 
Waltz," and a second and a third 
^^Yalse Oubliee " One of his two 
daughters was the wife of Eichard 
Wagner, the composer. An English 
translation by Mr. Walter Cook, of 
the Abb^ Liszt's Life of Chopin," 
was published in 1877. 

LITTLE, The Eev. William 
John Ktstox, M.A., is a son of Mr. 
John Little, of Stewartstown, co. 
Tyrone, and was born about 1839 
He was educated at Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge, where he took his 
Bachelor's degree in 1862 as a 
third-class in the Classical Tripos, 
and proceeded M.A. in due course 
He was successively assistant mas- 
ter in Lancaster and Sherborne 
Grammar Schools j curate of Christ 
Church, Lancaster ; curate in charge 
of Turweston, Bucks ; and curate of 
St. Thomas's, Eegent Street He 
was collated to the rectory of St. 
Alban's, Cheetwood, in 1875 In 
Sept , ISSl, he w’^as nominated by 
Mr. Gladstone to the canonry in 
Worcester Cathedral that had been 
vacated by the promotion of Canon 
Bradley to the Deanery of West- 
minster. Canon Knox Little is 
well known as a popular preacher 
of the High Church school. He is 
the author of "Characteristics of 
the Christian Life," "Meditations 
on the Three Hours' Agony of our 
Blessed Redeemer," "Motives of 
the Christian Life," and a volume 
of "Sermons." He married, in 
1866, Annie, eldest daughter of 
Mr. Hemy Gregson, of Moorlands, 
Lancashire. 

I^JTTLEDALB, The Rev. 
Richard Eeederice, LL.D., bom 
in Dublin, Sept, 14, 1833, received 


his academical education at Trinity 
College, Dublin, of which he was a 
foundation scholar, graduating B.A. 
as first-class in classics in 1854, 
M A. in 1858, and LL.D. in 1862. 
He is also a D.C.L of Oxford, and 
was ordained in 1856 by Dr. Hinds, 
Bishop of Norwich. He held the 
curacies of Thorpe Hamlet, Nor- 
wich, and St. Mary's, Crown Street, 
London, from 1856 to 1861. For 
the last twenty -two years Dr. 
Littledale has been engaged in 
literary Work of an ecclesiastical 
character, chiefly liturgical, con- 
troversial, and exegetic, being un- 
able to take parochial work from 
chronic ill-health. He is the

LOCHEE, AjaTHtTR, the youngest 
son of the late Edward Hawke 
Locker, Esq., F.E.S., F.S A , Com- 
missioner of Greenwich Hospital, 
was bom in Greenwich Hospital, 
July 2, 1828. He was educated at 
Charterhouse and at Pembroke 
College, Oxford (B.A. 1851). He 
entered a merchant's office in Liver- 
pool, and afterwards led a life of 
varied experience in Australia and 
India. Eeturning home in 1861, 
he resolved to devote himself to 
literature, and since that time has 


written the following works of fic- 
tion " Sir Godwin's Folly,” 1864 ; 
"Sweet Seventeen," 1866; "Ste- 
phen Scudamore," 1868, containing 
some of his Australian experiences ; 
" On a Coral Eeef,” 1869 , and " The 
Village Surgeon/’ 1874. Mr. Ar- 
thur Locker has also been a fre- 
quent contributor to magazine 
Literature, and between 1865 and 
1870 wrote a large number of lite- 
rary reviews for the Times. In 
1870 he became editor of the 
G-mphic (a post which he still re- 
tains), and to this journal he has 
contributed several highly popular 
poems and Christmas stories. In 
1856 he married Mary Jane, 
daughter of Lieut. J W. Eouse, 
E.H., of Greenwich Hospital, by 
whom he has two sons. 

LOCKEE, Frederick, was bom 
in 1821. i^s father, Mr. E. H. 
Locker, was a Civil Commissioner 
of Greenwich Hospital, and founded 
the Naval Gallery there Mr. 
Locker's grandfather was Captain 
William Locker, E.N , Lieutenant- 
Governor of Greenwich Hospital. 
Mr. Locker was for some years 
in the Admiralty, Whitehall, as 
Precis Writer. He has contributed 
reviews to the Times, and original 
verses to the Times, BlacJcwood, the 
Cornhill and Runch, which have 
been 'collected in a volume called 
"London Lyrics." In 1867 he 
edited the "Lyra Elegantiarum,” 
with an essay prefixed , and in 1879 
he pubhshed "Patchwork." Mr. 
Locker is also known for his col- 
lection of drawings by the Old 
Masters, and for his hbrary of rare 
Elizabethan literature. He mar- 
ried first a sister of the late Earl of 
Elgin, and secondly the daughter 
of Sir Curti s Lampson, Bart. 

LOCKTEE, Joseph Norman, 
F E.S , bom at Er^by, May 17, 
1836, was educated in various pri- 
vate schools and on the Continent. 
He was appointed to the War 
Office in 1857, and from Lord de 
Grey received the appointment of 
editor of "Army Eegulations” in 
z z 2 
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1865j and, in conjunction witli Mr. 
Thos Hiiglies, M P., placed the 
legislation of the War Office on an 
improved “basis. In 1870 he was 
appointed Secretary of the Eoyal 
Commission on Scientific Instruc- 
tion and the Advancement of 
Science, and on the termination of 
the labours of that commission was 
transferred to the Science and Art 
Department. Mr Lockyer is known 
as a worker m astronomy and phy- 
sics, a large contributor to scientific 
hterature, and a lecturer on scien- 
tific subjects. He was elected a 
Eellow of the Eoyal Astronomical 
Society in 1860, and he contributed 
an important paper on " The 
Planet Mars” to the Memoirs of 
that Society. About this time he 
commenced telescopic observations 
of the sun, and in 1866 proposed a 
method for observing the red fiames 
without an eclipse, which method 
he and M. Janssen independently 
applied in 1868. To commemorate 
tMs discovery a medal was struck 
by the French G-ovemment in 1872. 
He was elected a EeUow of the 
Eoyal Society in 1869, and inde- 
pendently, and in conjunction with 
Dr. Prankland, announced many 
important solar and physical dis- 
coveries to the Society iu this and 
the following years. He was chief 
of the English Government Eclipse 
Expedition to Sicily in 1870, and to 
India in 1871, and was elected Eede 
Lecturer to the University of Cam- 
bridge in 1871, and Bakerian Lec- 
turer to the Eoyal Society for ilie 
year 1874, in which year he also re- 
ceived the Eumford medal foom 
that body. On Jan 29, 1875, the 
Paris Academy of Sciences elected 
him a correspondmg member in 
the Section of Astronomy. Mr. 
Lockyer has published ^^Elemen- 
tary Lessons in Astronohay Con- 
tributions to Solar Physics,” 1873 ; 

The Spectroscope and its Applica- 
tions,” 1873; '^Primer of Astro- 
nomy,”^ 1874 ; Studies in Spectrum 
Analysis,” 1878 ; and Star Gazing, 
Past and Present,” 1878. He is a 


foreign member of several acade- 
mies and scientific bodies, and is 
a Knight of the Brazilian Order of 
the Eose, 

LOEWE, The Eev. Dr. Louis, 
was born at Zulz, in Prussian Silesia, 
in 1809, and educated at Eosenberg, 
in Silesia, subsequently at the theo- 
logical colleges of Lissa, Nichols- 
burg, and Presburg, and the Uni- 
versity of Berlm. He was ap- 
pointed in 1839 Hebrew Lecturer 
and Oriental linguist to the late 
Duke of Sussex; m 1856, Head 
Master of the Jews' College, Fins- 
bury Square; in 1858, Examiner 
for Oriental Languages to the 
Eoyal College of Preceptors; and 
in 1868, Prmcipal and Director of 
Sir Moses Montefiore's Theological 
College at Eamsgate. Dr. Loewe 
travelled under the auspices of the 
Duke of Sussex, the Duke of North- 
umberland (then Lord Prudhoe), 
the Earl of Munster, and the late 
Admiral Sir Sydney Smith, in the 
years 1836, 1837, 1838, in Egypt, 
Nubia, pari of Ethiopia, Syria, 
Palestine, Turkey, Asia Minor, and 
Greece, for the cultivation of the 
study of the Arabic, Coptic, Nubian, 
Turkish, and Circassian languages 
and literature, and accompanied 
Sir Moses Montefiore, Bart., on 
nine of his philanthropic missions 
to the East, and on four to Eussia, 
Poland, Eoumania, and Eome. He 
has published The Origin of the 
Egyptian Language proved by the 
Analysis of that and the Hebrew ” 
in the "‘‘Asiatic Journal,” 1837;

tionary of the Circassian lan- 
guage/^ in two parts, Enghsh-

sides numerous '‘’Discourses^' and 
papers in the Transactions of 
learned societies. 

LOEWE, William, M.D., a 
leading German politician, born at 
Olvensfcedt, near Magdeburg, !N’ov. 
14, 1814. He studied at the Gym- 
nasium of Magdeburg, and at the 
Dniversity of Halle, where he gradu- 
ated as Doctor of Medicine. His 
first appearance in pohtical Me 
was in 1848, when he was elected 
Delegate to the Frankfort ParHa- 
ment. He was President of the 
"German Parliament" after its 
secession to Stuttgart. Pursued on 
account of this circumstance, he 
went into exile, and remained 
abroad till 1861, when a general 
amnesty opened the way for him to 
return. During his e^e he lived 
two years in Switzerland, two in 
London, and eight in Hew York. 
Since his return to his native coun- 
try he has divided his time between 
the practice of his profession and 
legislative work. He is a member 
both of the Prussian House of 
Deputies and of the Eeichstag, and 
was, until 1876, when he refused 
re-election, first Vice-President of 
the latter. Dr. Loewe is, or long 
was, leader of the Fortschritts party, 
or " Progressists," and he still holds 
firmly to abstract principles of ad- 
vanced Liberalism. 

LOFTUS, The Eianx Hon. Lord 
Augustus William Feedbuicb: 
Spenceb, G.C.B , commonly called 
Lobe Augustus LoETus,the fourth 
son of the second Marquis of Ely, 
by the daughter of Sir H. W. 
Dashwood, Bart., was bom in 1817, 
and educated at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, where he took the de- 
gree of M.A. Entering the Diplo- 


matic Service, he was appointed 
Attache at Berlin in 1837, and paid 
Attache at Stuttgart in 1844. He 
accompanied Sir Stratford Canning 
(afterwards Viscount Stratford de 
Eedcliffe) on his special mission to 
the Courts of Berlin, Vienna, Mu- 
nich and Athens, in March, 1848. 
He was appointed Secretary of Le- 
gation at Stuttgart in 1852; and 
at Berlin in 1853 ; and Envoy Ex- 
traordinary and Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary at Vienna in March, 1858. 
He was appointed by the Queen to 
represent Her Majesty at the mar- 
riage of His Serene BLighness Prince 
Leiningen with the Princess Mary 
of Baden, at Carlsruhe, in Aug., 
1858. In Dec , 1860, he was trans- 
ferred to Berlin. On the elevation 
of the Mission at Berlin to the rank 
of an Embassy, he was transferred, 
Oct. 28, 1862, to Munich, which 
was on that occasion raised to the 
rank of a First-class Mission. He 
was created a K C.B., Dec. 12, 1862 ; 
was promoted to be Ambassador 
Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary 
to the King of Prussia, Jan. 19, 
1866 ; and was made a G.C.B., July 
6, 1866. He was appointed Ambas- 
sador Extraordinary and Plenipo- 
tentiary to the Horth German Con- 
federation, Feb. 24, 1868 ; was 
sworn a I^vy Councillor, Hov. 11, 
1868 ; and was appointed Ambassa- 
dor Extraordinary and Plenipoten- 
tiary to the Emperor of Eussia, 
Oct. 16, 1871. The latter post he 
held till Feb., 1879, when he was 
appointed Governor of Hew South 
Wales 

LOHDOH, Bishop op. (See Jack- 
son, De.) 

LOHGSTEEET, Gen. James, 
born in South Carolina in 1820. 
He graduated at the Military Aca- 
demy at West Point in 1842, and 
was on duty on the Mexican frontier 
till 1846 ; took part in the Mexican 
war, 1846-48, where he was wounded ; 
attained the rank of Captain and a 
Major's brevet ; served subsequently 
in Texas and as Paymaster in Ihe 
TJ.S. army, being promoted Major 
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on tlie staff in 1858. He resigned 
ids commission to take part witli 
the Sontli in the civil ■wai% June 1, 

1861, was appointed to the com- 
mand of the 4th brigade of Gen. 
Beauregard^ s first corps, near Cen- 
treville, and was present at tlie 
battle of Bull Bun, July 21, 1861. 
During the early part of 1862 he 
was made Major-General, and won 
reputation under Gen Lee, in the 
campaigns against McClellan, Pope, 
Burnside, and Meade. After the 
battle of Fredericksburg, Dec. 13, 

1862, Longstreet was promoted to 
the command of a corps, with the 
rank of Lieutenant-General. He 
took an active part in the battle of 
Gettysburg, July 1-3 He was also 
conspicuous for his military ability 
in the campaign of the Wilderness, 
May 1-6, 1864, and was severely 
wounded on the 6th of May, but 
recovered in time to take command 
of Ms corps during the siege of 
Petersburg. He surrendered with 
Gen. Lee in April, 1865. After 
the war, Gen. Longstreet acted 
zealously for the restoration of har- 
mony between the two sections. 
He inade l^ew Orleans Ms residence, 
and, having been amnestied by 
President Johnson, he was so cor- 
dial towards the Administration 
that President Grant appointed 
him Surveyor of the Port of Hew 
Orleans. In 1875 he took up Ms 
residence in Georgia, and in 1880 
was sent as Minister to Turkey, 
where he remained until 1881. He 
is now TJ.S. Marshal for the north- 
ern District of Georgia. 

LOOMIS, Elias, LL.D., bom at 
Tolland county, Connecticut, in 
Aug., 1811. He graduated at Tale 
CoUege in 1830, and was tutor there 
from 1833 to 1836. He then studied 
for a year in Paris, and on Ms 
return was appointed Professor of 
Natural Science in the Western 
Eeserve College in OMo, 1837. In 
1844 he was chosen Professor of 
Natural Philosophy in Columbia 
College, and in 1863 in the New 
York University, retaining the 


position nntil 1860, although a por- 
tion of Ms time from 1845 to 1849 
was employed, under the direction 
of the Superintendent of the Coast 
Survey, in determining the differ- 
ence of longitude between New 
York and other cities by means of 
the electric telegraph. In the 
course of these experiments, the 
velocity of the electric current 
through telegrapMc wires was for 
the first time determined In 1860 
he was appointed Professor of Na- 
tural Philosophy in Yale College, a 
position which he still holds. Be- 
sides numerous contributions to 
scientific journals, he has published

LOPES, The Hon. Sib Henby 
Chables, Judge of the High Court 
of Justice, third son of the late Sir 
Ealph Lopes, the second baronet, of 
Maristow, Devon, by Susan Gibb, 
eldest daughter of the late A. 
Ludlow, Esq., of Heywood House, 
WiltsMre, was horn at Devonport, 
Oct. 3, 1828, and received his edu- 
cation at Wmchester School, and at 
BaUiol College, Oxford (B.A., 1850). 
He was called to the bar of the 
Inner Temple, June 7, 1852, and 
for some time he practised as an 
equity draftsman and a conveyancer. 
In 1867 he joined the Western cir- 
cuit, of wMch he became, in course 
of time, the leading " stuff gown.’* 
Mr. Lopes was made Eecorder of 
Exeter in 1867, obtained Ms silk 
gown in 1869, and was elected a 
bencher of Ms Inn shortly after- 
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wards. In April, 1868, he was ' 
returned to the House of Commons, 
in the Conservative interest, as 
member for Launceston. He was 
re-elected in Dec., 1868, and he 
continued to sit for that borough 
till Jan., 1874. The Warrington 
Park property having in the mean- 
time changed hands, it then became 
necessary for Mr. Lopes either to 
oppose the new owner, or to seek 
for another seat Choosing the 
latter alternative, he determmed to 
stand for Prome, near which borough 
he had a residence and property. 
After a severe contest he was re- 
turned by 642 votes, against 557 
recorded m favour of Mr Willans, 
the Liberal candidate He con- 
tinued to represent Frome until his 
elevation to the judicial bench. 
Mr. Lopes was a frequent speaker 
in the House of Commons, and he 
succeeded m carrying through that 
House a Jury Bill, containing more 
than a hundred sections, but there 
was not sufficient time to get it 
passed by the House of Peers. On 
Nov. 3, 1876, Mr. Lopes accepted 
the vacant judgeship in the Court 
of Common Pleas, in succession to 
the late Mr. Justice Archibald, and 
very shortly afterwards he received 
the honour of knighthood. In 
Nov., 1876, on the death of his 
maternal uncle. Sir Henry Lopes 
became the owner of Heywood, 
near Westbury, Wiltshire, a place 
which had been for many years in 
his mother’s family, and where he 
now resides. In 1854 he married 
Cordeha Lucy, daughter of Ewing 
Clarke, Esq., of Efford Manor, near 
Plymouth, and thus became con- 
nected wilii the old Cornish families 
of Molesworth and Trelawny. 

LOENE, Sir John G-eoboe Ed- 
WABD Henbt Douglas Suthee- 
LAND Campbell, G.C.M.G., called 
by courtesy the Maequis op, 
eldest son of the Duke of Argyll, 
was born at Stafford House, Lon- 
don, in 1845. He was elected M.P. 
for Argyleshire, in the Liberal in- 
terest, in Feb. 1868, and in Deo. of 


the same year he became private 
secretary to his father at the India 
Office The chief event of his life 
was his marriage ivith the Princess 
Louise, fourth daughter of Queen 
Victoria, on March 21, 1871, on 
which occasion he was created a 
Kmght of the Thistle. The mar- 
riage ceremony was performed in 
St. George’s Chapel, Windsor, by 
the Bishop of 'London, assisted by 
the Bishops of Winchester, Oxford, 
and W orcester. A trifling work, by 
the Marquis of Lome, entitled " A 
Trip to the Tropics, and Home 
through America,” was published 
in 1867 It was followed by " Guido 
and Lita . a Tale of the Eiviera,” a 
poem, 18 / 0 , and *'‘'The Psalms lite- 
rally rendered in Verse,” 1877. In 
July, 1878, he accepted the post of 
Governor-General of the Dominion 
of Canada, in succession to Lord 
Dufferin. He was soon afterwards 
created a Knight Grand Cross of 
the Order of SS. Michael and 
George. Accompanied by the Prin- 
cess Louise, he proceeded to Canada 
(Nov. 1878), where he had a most 
enthusiastic reception. His term of 
office expired in 1883, when he was 
succeeded by the Marquis of Lans- 
downe. 

LOSSING, Benson John, LL.D., 
born at Beekman, New York, Feb. 
12, 1813. After working some years 
at watch-making, he became, in 
1835, jomt owner and editor of the 
FoughJceepsie Telegraph. He soon 
added to this a semi-monthly lite- 
rary journal called the Poug7i%ee;psie 
Casket^ and studied wood-engraving 
and drawing, to be able to illustrate 
it. About 1838 he settled in New 
York as a wood-engraver, publish- 
mg also the Family Magazine. In 
1841 he published An Outline 
History of the Fine Arts.” In 1847 
he published Seventeen Hundred 
and Seventy-six,” and in 1848, 

Lives of the Signers of the Decla- 
ration of Independence,” and "Pic- 
torial Field Book of the Eevolu- 
tion.” His other works are, an 
" Illustrated History of the United 
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States for Schools and Families/^ 
1854 {new edition, revised to 1876) 
“ Onr Countrymen j or. Brief Me- 
moirs of Eminent Americans," 
1854 (new edition, 1881) j " Mount 
Vernon and its Associations," 1869 
'' Recollections and Private Me- 
moirs of Washington," which 
though nominally written hy Gr. W 
Parke Custis, was arranged, anno- 
tated, and illustrated hy Mr. Los- 
singj '^Life and Times of Philip 
Schuyler," I860; ^’'Life of Wash- 
ington," 1860 , “ The Hudson, from 
the Wilderness to the Sea," 1863 ; 

Pictorial History of the Civil War 
in the United States," 1866-69 
“Pictorial History of the War of 
1812," 1869 ; ^'History of England," 
1871 3 “Washington and the Ame- 
rican Eepuhlie," 1871; “Vasi 
College and its Founder,” 1875; 
“ History of the United States for 
Children," 1876 History of our 
Wars with Great Britain,” 1876; 
“ The American Centenary," 1876 
Story of the United States Havy,' 
1880 ; and “ Popular Cyclopaedia of 
United States History," 1881. Be- 
sides these, he has contributed to 
Harpe/s Magazine and other periodi- 
cals a number of papers, and is a 
most industrious collector of docu- 
ments relating to American history. 
In 1872 he received the degree of 
LL.D, from the University of 
Michigan. He resides at Chestnut 
Ridge, near the city of Hew York. 

LOTTI HE LA SAHTA, Made- 
moiselle, was born in Mantua, Dec. 
28, 1833. Belonging to a noble 
family, she was carefully educated, 
and, compelled by altered circum- 
stances to think of availing herself 
jthe natural gifts with T^ch she 
(S endowed, adopted the stage as 
profession, studying under Man- 
encato, a master of reputation, and 
afterwards under Romani, idded 
by Honizetti, she obtained an en- 
gagement at the Italian Opera- 
house in Constantinople, where, in 
April, 1852, she made her first ap- 
pearance with great success in 
“Roberto il Hiavolo," and pro- , 


ceeded to Milan, gaining peat ap- 
plause in the character of Zerlina, 
in “Don Giovanni." After singing 
with equal success at Vienna and 
Florence, she repaired to Rimini, in 
order to appear in a part written 
expressly for her, in Verdi's opera, 
“ Araldo." In 1854 she went to St. 
Petersburg, and remained there 
three years ; was engaged by Mr, 
Gye to appear in London in 1859, 
in conjunction with Mesdames Grisi 
and Bosio, where, though she failed 
in the first instance, to secure that 
applause which her Continental re- 
putation had led her friends to ex- 
pect, she subsequently vindicated, 
by her successful performances in 
“Maria de Rohan," “Rigoletto," 
“ La Gazza Ladra," and “ Martha," 
her title to a high position among 
the lyric artists of the day. 

LOUIS I. (Louis - Philippe- 
MaEIE - FeBDINAND - PlEBBE - D' Al- 
CANTABA - Antoine - Michel - Ra- 
phael - Gabbiel - Gonzao-ue - Xa - 
viEB - FBAN 901 S d' Assise - Jean - 
Jules - AuausTE - Volpando - de 
Beaoanza-Boubbon), King of Por- 
tugal, second but eldest surviving 
son of Donna Maria II , Queen of 
Portugal, and Dom Fernando, 
Prince of Saxe-Coburg, born Oct, 
1838, visited this country with his 
elder brother in 1854, when he bore 
the title of Duke of [Oporto, and 
afterwards attained the rank of a 
Captain in the Portuguese navy. 
He succeeded to the throne on the 
demise of his brother. King Pedro 
V. (by a fever, which carried off 
another brother), Hov. 11, 1861. 
He married, Oct. 6, 1862, Pia, 
youngest daughter of Victor Em- 
manuel, King of Italy, by whom he 
has two sons, Carlos, bom Sept. 28, 
1863, and Alfonso, born July 31, 
1865. His Majesty published in 
1877 a translation into Portuguese 
of Shakspere's “ Hamlet." It was 
followed in 1880 by a translation of 
the “ Merchant of V eniee ." In that 
year also his Majesty completed his 
translation into Portuguese of Shak- 
spere's "Richard III." A seoon^ 
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edition of the king's translation of 

Hamlet" was issued in 1880. The 
jSrst edition was limited to 1,000 
copies, which his Majesty distri- 
buted among his friends. Some 
unscrupulous publisher in Eio de 
Janeiro, however, struck off a cheap 
edition, which met with a very re- 
munerative sale in the Brazilian 
capital. His Majesty, to prevent a 
repetition of this conduct, made a 
present of the copyright of the new 
edition of Hamlet," and of his 
future translations of Shakspere, to 
one of the charitable asylums of 
Lisbon. 

LOUIS II. (Otho Eredeeick 
William), King of Bavaria, born 
at Hymphenburg, Aug. 25, 1845, 
succeeded to the throne on the 
death of his father/ Maximilian 
Joseph II, in the early part of 1864. 
At the commencement of his reign 
he took scarcely any part in the 
management of the affairs of his 
country, which was so dar^erously 
complicated by the rivalry between 
Austria and Prussia. After the 
battle of Koniggratz, a treaty of 
alliance was entered into by Prussia 
and Bavaria, in consequence of which 
the latter power j'oined Prussia in 
the invasion of Prance. After- 
wards the Bavarian G-ovemment 
became conspicuous in Europe by 
its opposition to the Ultramontane 
party, and its encouragement of 
Dr. DoUinger, and the so-caUed 
“Old Catholics.” King Louis is 
passionately fond of music, and was 
a zealous partisan and munificent 
patron of Bichard Wagner. 

LOUIS lY. (Preebeick: William 
Loms Charles), K.G-., Grand Duke 
of Hesse-Darmstadt, eldest son of 
Prince Charles William Louis of 
Hesse-Darmstadt, by a cousin of 
the King of Prussia, born Sept. 12, 
1837, is a captain in the 1st regi- 
ment of the Prussian G-uard, and 
colonel of a regiment of hussars. 
He married the Princess Alice, 
second daughter of Queen Yictoria, 
July 1, 1862, when an allowance of 
£6,000 a year was settled on the 


bnde-elect, together with £30,000 
as a dowry. The Queen granted 
him the prefix of “ His Eoyal High- 
ness," and created him a Knight of 
the Garter. This is not the first 
matrimonial connection contracted 
between the present reigning family 
of England and the house of Hesse, 
an aunt of Queen Yictoria, thePrin^ 
cess Elizabeth, daughter of George 
III , having married the Landgrave 
of Hesse-Homburg. His Eoyal 
Highness succeeded to the Grand- 
Dukedom on the death of his uncle, 
Louis III., June 13, 1877, and was 
left a widower on Dec. 14, 1878. The 
Grand Duke has seven children : — 
(1) Yictoria Elizabeth Mathilde Al- 
berts Marie, born at Windsor, April 
5, 1863; (2) Elizabeth Alexandra 
Louise Alice, bom at Bessungen, 
Hov. 1, 1864 ; (3) Irene Marie Louise 
Anna, bom at Darmstadt, July 11, 
1866 , (4) Ernest Louis Charles Al- 
bert, bom Nov. 25, 1868 ; (5) Prie- 
drich Wilhelm August Yictor Leo- 
pold Ludwig, bom Oct 7, 1870, 
accidentaUy killed. May 29, 1873 ; 
(6) Yictoria Alice Helena Louise, 
bom June 5, 1872; and (7) Marie 
Yictoria Peodore Leopoldine, bom 
May 24, 1874, died Nov. 15, 1878. 

LOYELL, John, bom Nov. 20, 
1885, at Pambam, Surrey, and edu- 
cated at a private school, began his 
joumaHstic career in 1856, at the 
small town of Guildford, in Surrey. 
Thence he went to the North, where 
be became connected with several 
of the leading provincial j'oumals, 
and at the same time contributed 
to the periodical literature of the 
day. He was appointed editor of 
CasselVs Magazine, in succession to 
Mr. Moy Thomas, in 1868, but re- 
linquished that post in 1869 to 
take the management of the Press 
Association. Having successfully 
launched and carried on this under- 
taking, he in 1880 retired to take 
the editorship in chief and general 
management of the Liverpool Mer- 
cury. In addition to contributing 
largely to periodical literature, Mr. 
LoveE has translated and edited 
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tLe Kotiveau Robinson Suisse ” of 
Stabl. 

LOWEj Major-G-eneral Sir 
Brurt Curzon- DrurYj K.C.B.^ 
son of tbe late Mr. Will i am Drury- 
Lowe, by tbe Hon. Caroline Esther 
CurzoUj daughter of the second 
Lord Scarsdale, was bom in 1830 
He entered the army in 1854^ and 
became a full Colonel in 1871. He 
served with the l7th Lancers m the 
Crimea^ and also in the Indian 
Mutiny. He commanded his re^- 
ment in the Zulu Warj and led the 
charge at the conclusion of the 
battle of XJlundi He went out to 
South iirica agam in 1881 to com- 
mand the cava&y there, but did not 
arrive in the country in time to see 
active service. In the Egyptian 
expedition of 1882 he commanded 
the Cavalry Brigade, and for Ms 
services he was created a K.C B., 
and received the thanks of Parlia- 
ment and also the second class of 
the Osmanieh. 

LOWE, Edward Joseph, E.R.S,, 
elder surviving son of the late 
Alfred Lowe, Ijsq., J.P., of High- 
field, near Nottingham (one of the 
original members of the Meteoro- 
logical Society), was bom at High- 
field,Nov. 11, 1825 ; and in 1840 he 
commenced that valuable series of 
daily meteorological observations 
which were continued to April, 
1882 In 1846 he published "A 
LVeatise on Atmospheric Phe- 
nomena.” About 1848 he assisted 
the late Professor Baden Powell in 
the meteor observations for the 
British Association, and was the 
first to point out the convergence 
of meteors to a point in the heavens. 
" Prognostications of the Weather,” 
a smSl work by him, appeared in 
1849. In 1850 he became a mem- 
ber of the Meteorological Society, 
of wMch he was one of the founders. 
In 1853 he wrote two valuable 
local works, entitled The Climate 
of Nottinghamshire,” and ^'The 
Conchology of Nottinghamshire.” 
In the same year he likewise assis- 
ted the late Professor Edward 


Eorbes, in the compilation of his 
work on '' British Mollusca,” and 
issued the first parts of the well- 
known Natural History of British 
and Exotic Perns.” His next work, 
on British Grasses,” appeared in 
1858, and he subsequently wrote 
two other botanical works on " Beau- 
tiful-leaved Plants,” and New and 
Rare Perns,” in 1861 and 1862 , and 
" Our Native Perns,” in 1865. His 
last work, entitled the " Chronology 
of the Seasons,” is yet in progress, 
the first part only having been 
issued. In 1860 he was one of 
those who accompanied the Govern- 
ment expedition to Spain for the 
purpose of observing the solar 
echpse, and was placed in charge of 
the meteorological departments in 
the Santander district. In 1866 he 
was local secretary to the British 
Association. In 1868 he was presi- 
dent of the Nottingham Literary 
and Philosophical Society. Besides 
being the author of the works enu- 
merated, Mr. Lowe has contributed 
many papers on scientific subjects 
to various learned societies, and to 
the British Association j and he sends 
daily meteorological telegrams to 
the Board of Trade, and synchronous 
meteorological observations to the 
United States Government. He 
was the inventor of the dry powder 
tests for the ozone observations 
used in the scientific balloon 
ascents. He was also the discoverer 
of an entirely new and distinct 
species of British worm, the Megas- 
colex rigida (Baird) j and has been 
the raiser of many abnormal British 
ferns , and has succeeded in produc- 
ing hybrids between Bolystichvm 
aculeatum and P, angular e. Por 
some years past Mr. Lowe has been 
a Deputy-Lieutenant and Justice 
of the Peace for Nottinghamshire, 
and a Commissioner of Income Tax. 
In 1882 he went to reside at Shire- 
newton Hall, near Chepstow, wMch 
estate he purchased from Lord Kin- 
tour. He IS now a Justice of the 
Peace for Monmouthshire. He is a 
Pellow of the Royal, the Royal 
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Astronomical the G-eologicaL the 
Lmnsean, the Meteorological the 
Zoological, and the Horticultural 
Societies. 

LOWELL, James Eussell, 
LL D., D.C.L., born at Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, Eeb 22, 1819. He 
graduated at Harvard College in 
1838, and studied law, but soon 
abandoned law for literature. He 
commenced authorshi];) before leav- 
ing college, by the publication of a 
class poem. A volume of miscel- 
laneous poems, entitled A Yearns 
Life,^" appeared m 1841 ; a new col- 
lection containing “A Legend of 
Brittany,^' " Prometheus,” and 
others, in 1844 , " Conversations on 
some of the Old Poets,” containing 
a series of well-studied criticisms, 
both in prose and verse, giving in- 
dications of Mr. Lowell^s interest in 
the various political and philan- 
thropic questions of the day, and of 
his attachment to those principles 
of which he has since been the 
champion, in 1845 j a third collec- 
tion of poems, and "The Tision of 
Sir Launfal,” founded on a legend 
of the Search for the San Grraa!, in 
1848; "A Fable for Critics,” in 
which he satiricaEy passes in re- 
view the literati of the United 
States, and his most remarkable 
work, The Biglow Papers,” a col- 
lection of humorous poems on poli- 
tical subjects, written in the 
Yankee dialect, in 1848. "Fire- 
side Travels,” includi n g graphic 
papers on Cambridge in old times, 
and the second series of the " Big- 
low Papers ” appeared in 1864. In 
1869 he published " Under the Wil- 
lows, and other poems ; ” and near 
the close of the same year, "The 
Cathedral,” an epic poem ; in 1870, 
a collected volume of essays, en- 
titled " Among my Books , ” and in 
1871, "My Study Windows.” 

Three Memorial Poems” ap- 
peared in 1876 ; and in 1881, a new 
edition of his complete works in 
5 vols. was issued. In 1855 he suc- 
ceeded Longfellow as Professor of 
Modern Languages and Belles- 
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Lettres in Harvard College. The 
degree of LL.D. was conferred upon 
him in 1874, by the English Uni- 
versity of Cambridge, and that of 
D.C.L. by Oxford. From 1857 to 
1862 he was editor of the Atlantic 
Monthly, and he had previously been 
connected editorially or otherwise 
with The Pioneer, a magazine of 
high character, the Anti-Slaveuj 
Standard, Putnam^s Monthly; and 
from 1863 to 1872 was editor of the 
North Amencan Review* He has 
also been a lecturer before the 
Lowell Institute, in Boston, on the 
British poets. Towards the close of 
1874 he was offered the post of 
Minister to Eussia, which he de- 
clined ; but m 1877 accepted that 
of Mini ster to Spain; from which 
he was transferred in Jan., 1880, to 
that of Minister to Great Britain. 

LOWTHEE, Q?he Eight Hon. 
Jaiojs, M P., younger son of Sir 
Charles Hugh Lowther, Bart., by 
Isabella, daughter of the late Eev. 
Eobert Morehead, D I) , Eector 
of Easington-cum-Liverton, ^ York- 
shire, was bom at SwiEington- 
House, Leeds, in 1840, and edu- 
cated at Westminster School and 
at Trinity College, Cambridge 
(B.A., 1862 ; M.A., 1866). He wa^ 
called to the bar at the Inner 
Temple in 1864. The next year he 
was elected M.P. for York in the 
Conservative interest, and con- 
tinued to sit for that city until 

1880. He unsuccessfully contested 
East Cumberland in February, 

1881, and in September of the same 
year was elected member for North 
Lincolnshire, which constituency 
he now represents. He was Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Poor Law 
Board from Aug. to Dec., 1868, and 
XJnder-Secretary of State for the 
Colonies from Feb., 1874, till Feb., 
1878, when he was appointed Chief 
Secretary of Ireland, which of6.ce 
he held until the resignation of 
Lord Beaconsfield^s Government in 
May, 1880. IVCr. Lowther is a 
magistrate and deputy-lieutenant 
for the North Biding of York. 
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LOTSOlTj ChablbSj formerly 
known in religion as Father Hta- 
ciNTHE^ born at Orleans in 1827j 
finished his studies at the Academy 
of Pau^ and at an early age com- 
posed some remarkable poetry. In 
1835 he entered Saint-Sulpicej was 
ordained pnest after four years of 
theologic^ study, taught philo- 
sophy at the great Seminary at 
Avignon, and theology at that of 
Nantes, and officiated in his eccle- 
siastical capacity at Saint-Sulpice. 
He afterwards spent two years m 
the convent of the Carmelites at 
Lyons, entered that Order, and at- 
tracted much attention by his 
preaching at the Lycee of that city. 
He delivered the course of sermons 
in Advent at Bordeaux, a course for 
Lent at Perigueux in 1864, and 
repaired to Paris, where his Advent 
sermons at the Madeleine and at 
Notre Bame attracted much atten- 
tion (1866-69) . Q-raduaUy, however, 
a suspicion grew up that the elo- 
quent pulpit orator was not al- 
together orthodox in his views, and 
in 1869 M. Louis VeuiUot denounced 
him to the court of Pome, but he 
succeeded this time in clearing him- 
self from the charge of heresy. In 
June of the same year, however. 
Father Hyacinthe delivered before 
the International League of Peace 
an address, in which he spoke of 
the Jewish religion, the Catholic 
religion, and the Protestant religion 
as being the three great rehgions 
of civflized peoples.'’* This ex- 
pression eHoited severe censures 
from the Catholic press. The doubt 
now generally entrained as to ihe 
reverend father's orthodoxy was 
changed into certainty by his fa- 
mous letter, addressed on Sept. 20 
of the same year, to the Q-eneral of 
the B^efooted Carmelites at Rome, 
in which he protested against the 
"sacrilegious perversion of the 
Gospel," and went on to say It 
is my profoimd conviction that if 
France m particular and the Latm 
races in general are given up to 
social, moral, and religious anarchy. 


the principal cause is not Catholicism 
itself, but the manner in which 
Catholicism has for a long time 
been understood and practised." 
This manifesto agamst the alleged 
abuses in the Church created intense 
excitement, not only in France, but 
throughout the civilized world, and 
the young monk was hailed as a 
powerful ally by all the opponents 
of the papacy. Soon after this 
Father Hyacinthe left France for 
America, landing in New York, 
Oct. 18, 1869. He was warmly wel- 
comed by the leading members of 
the various Protestant sects in the 
United States, but, though he fra- 
ternized with them to a certain 
extent, he constantly declared that 
he had no mtention of quitting the 
fold of the Catholic Church The 
Pope, after frequent solicitations on 
the subject, at last consented, in 
Feb., 1870, to relieve Father Hya- 
cinthe from his monastic vows, and 
he accordingly became a secular 
priest under the title of the Abbe 
Loyson. As was naturally to be 
expected, M. Loyson energetically 
protested against the dogma of the 
Pope's infaUibilityj and soon after 
the seizure of Rome by Ring Victor 
Emmanuel's troops, he paid a visit 
to the Eternal City, where he de- 
livered a series of discourses. In 
Sept., 1871, he attended the Con- 
gress of the self-styled " Old Catho- 
lics " at Munich. On Sept. 2, 1872, 
he was married in London, at the 
Ma^lebone Registry Office, to 
Emily Jane, daughter of Mr Amory 
Butterfield, and widow of Mr. Ed- 
win Ruthven Meriman, of the Uni- 
ted States, Br. Stanley, the Bean 
of Westminster, and Lady Augusta 
Stanley his wife were present at 
the marriage. The Abb5 Loyson 
was elected cur6 of Geneva, but he 
resigned this post in 1874, on the 
ground "that the spirit which pre- 
vailed in the Liberal Catholic move- 
ment in Geneva, was neither 
Liberal in poHtics nor Catholic in 
religion." A translation by Mrs. 
Loyson of some of her husband's 
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“letters^ f ragments, and discourses/' 
was published at London in 187^j 
under the title of '^Catholic Ee- 
form/' with a preface by Dr. Stan- 
ley, Dean of Westminster He 
revisited England in June, 1876, 
and delivered three lectures on 
“The Prospects of Christendom,” 
and one on “ The State Eegulation 
of Vice,” in reference to the Con- 
tagious Diseases Act. In 1881 he 
took for three years the school-room 
in the Eue d' Arras, previously 
devoted to Eadical meetings, and 
it became the “G-allican” Church 
of Paris. 

L U A E D , The Eev. Henry 
Eichabds, D D., son of the late 
Henry Luard, Esq., bom m 1825, 
was educated at Cheam and at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where 
he graduated B A. in 1847, M.A. m 
1850, B.D. in 1875, and D D. in 
1878, and became Fellow and Assis- 
tant Tutor of his College, Eegistrary 
of the University, and Yicar of St. 
Mary the Great, Cambridge. He 
has written “ The Life of Person,” 
in the “Cambridge Essays” for 
1857 5 “Catalogue of the MSS. in 
the Cambridge University Library ” 
— ^the theological portion, and the 
general index; “ Eemarks on the 
Cambridge University Commis- 
sioners' Hew Statutes for Trinity 
College,'^ 1858 ; and edited “ Lives 
of Edward the Confessor,” 1858; 
“Bartholomsei de Cotton Biistoria 
Anglicana,” 1859 ; “Eoberti Grosse- 
teste Epii:olsB,'' 1861 ; “ Annales 
Monastici,” in 1864r-9, and “Matthew 
Paris,” 1872-82, in the Government 
series of Mediaeval Chronicles ; 
“ Correspondence of Porson,” 1866 ; 

Graduati Cantabrigienses,” 1873 : 
“On the Eelations between Ei^- 
land and Eome during the earlier 
portion of the Eeign of Henry III.,” 
1877. 

LUBBOCK, Sir John, Bart., 
M.P., P.E.S., was born at 29, Eaton 
Place, London, April 30, 1834, 
being the son and heir of Sir John 
William Lubbock, of Mitcham 
Grove, Surrey, and High Elms, 


Down, Kent, a gentleman eminent 
as an astronomer and a mathema- 
tician, by his wife Harriet, daughter 
of Lieut -Col George Hotham, of 
York The baronetcy was created 
in 1806, in favour of the great- 
great-uncle of the present baronet, 
who succeeded to it in I860, and 
who resides at High Elms, an 
estate of 1,500 acres, near Farn- 
borough, in Kent. Shorn a private 
school he was transferred to Eton. 
His father, owing to the sudden 
illness of several of his partners, 
took him, when but fourteen years 
of age, into his bank in Lombard 
Street, a business with which the 
family has been connected for 
seveml generations. He became a 
partner in this establishment in 
1856. Among the improvements 
which he introduced m banking 
affairs were the Country Clear- 
ing” and the publication of the 
Clearing House returns So high 
was his professional reputation that 
he was chosen Honorary Secretary 
to the Association of London 
Bankers, the first President of the 
Institute of Bankers, an association 
numbering nearly 2,CX)0 members, 
and nominated by the Crown to 
serve on the International Coinage 
Commission. He was also a member 
of the Public School Commission 
and of the Advancement of Science 
Commission. It is, however, by 
his works on the ancient vestiges 
and remains of man that Sir John 
Lubbock has most distinguished 
himself. He has written “Pre- 
historic Times, as illustrated by 
Ancient Eemains and the Manners 
and Customs of Modem Savages,” 
1865, 4th edit. 1878 ; The Origin 
of Civilization and the Primiiave 
Condition of Man,” 1870, which has 
also passed through four editions, 
and which, like the preceding work, 
has been translated into 5l the 
principal languages ; The Origin 
and Metamorphoses of Insects,” 
1874; “On British Wild Flowers, 
considered in relation to Insects,” 
187 5 ; “ Monograph of the Thysanura 
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and CoHembola , two volumes of 
Leot-ores and Addresses ; and lastly 
a work on Ants, Bees, and Wasps, 
wHcli in less than a year ran 
through five editions ; and nearly 
a hundred separate memoirs on 
25oological, physiological, and ar- 
chaeological sub3ects m the Trans- 
actions of the Eoyal Society, the 
Society of Antiquaries, the Linnean, 
Ethnological, Geological, and Ento- 
mological Societies, and the British 
Association. He was chosen as 
President of the British Association 
for the "Jubilee year (1881), and 
presided over the meeting held at 
York. He is now President of the 
Linnean Society. He has been 
President of the Ethnological and 
Entomological Societies, and of 
the Anthropological Institute, Vice- 
President of the British Associa- 
tion, and of the Royal Society. 
Sir John Lubbock has been twice 
chosen to represent Maidstone 
in Parliament. In Eeb 1870, 
after he had been defeated as a 
Liberal candidate for West Kent 
by only fifty votes, he was triumph- 
antly returned for the county town, 
an honour which was renewed at 
the general election of 1874,* in 
1880, however, he lost his seat, but 
was immediately returned by the 
Umversity of London, for which he 
now sits. In the House of Com- 
mons he has spoken principally on 
financial and educational subjects 
He has been so fortunate as to 
succeed ia carrying no fewer than 
fourteen important public measures, 
including i3ie Bank Hohdays Act 
(1871), by which four new statute 
holidays were added to the two 
previouslyin existence. Amongst the 
other measures were — ^the Abscond- 
ing Debtors Bill, the Apothecaries' 
Company Medici Act Amendment 
Bill, the University of London 
Medical Act Amendment Bill, the 
Ealsification of Accounts Bill (by 
which, for the first time, it became 
an offence to falsify accounts for 
the purpose of fraud), the Bankers' 
Books Evidence BiU, the College 


of Surgeons Medical Act Bill, the 
Factors' Acts Amendment Bill, and 
the BiUs of Exchange Bill, which 
consolidates and codifies the whole 
law relating to bills of exchange, 
cheques, and promissory notes. 
More recently his name has been as- 
sociated with the " Ancient Monu- 
ments Bill," which, during the 
present session, has received the 
sanction of the legislature. In 
1877 he moved the " previous ques- 
tion" to Mr. Gladstone's famous 
resolutions on the Eastern Ques- 
tion Sir John was a member of 
the Public School Commission and 
of the Advancement of Science 
Commission In March, 1878, he 
was appointed a Trustee of the 
British Museum, in the place of the 
late Sir William Stirling Maxwell. 
In the same year the University of 
Dublin conferred upon him the 
honorary degree of LL.D He is 
also a D.C.L. of Oxford, and M D. 
of Wurzburg He was Vice-Chan- 
cellor of the University of London, 
but resigned the office on his elec- 
tion to represent the University in 
Parhament. 

LUCA, His Eminence Antonino 
Saveeio de, Cardinal-Bishop of 
the Holy Roman Church, was born 
at Bronte, Sicily, Oct. 28, 1805. 
His elementary studies were pur- 
sued m the Capizzi College, from 
which he removed to the Archi- 
episcopal Seminary of Monreale, 
where he studied rhetoric, meta- 
physics, mathematics, physios, 
dogmatic and moral theology, and 
canon law, besides acquiring a 
knowledge of the Greek, Latin, 
English, French, and German 
languages In 1829, De Luca went 
to Rome to complete his studies, 
and in 1830 published his first 
essay in literature. In 1833 he 
was appointed secretary to Cardinal 
Weld, and retained that office till 
the Cardinal's death in 1837. From 
1835 to 1845 he was editor of the 
Annale delle Scienze Religiose. In 
Jan., 1840, Mgr. de Luca accom- 
panied to Paris Mgr. Bartolomeo

Paeca (afterwards a Cardinal), who 
was sent as Ablegate Apostoic to 
present the Car dinar s bat to the 
Bishop of Arras, Mgr. Be la Tour 
d^ Auvergne. On this occasion Mgr. 
Be Luca received signal marks of 
esteem from Lotus Philippe, and 
formed the acquaintance of the 
most remarkable men in the de- 
partments of science and literature. 
Cousin, Minister of Public Instruc- 
tion, made him by diploma Member 
of the Institute for Historical 
Correspondence. Be Luca became 
in Eome a member of the Accademia 
Tiberma, of the Arcadia, and of 
the Archaeological Academy. He 
was made Censor of the Accademia 
of the Catholic Eeligion, and he 
took part in the revival of the 
Accademia Liturgica, which was 
foimded by Benedict XIY., but 
had fallen into decay by reason of 
the revolution The Cathohc Uni- 
versity of Louvain conferred upon 
Be Luca, and upon the celebrated 
Pather Lacordaire, in 1840, the 
laurea ad honorem in Sacred Theo- 
logy. Pope Gregory XYI. appointed 
Be Luca to be Consultor of the 
Congregations of the Index and 
the Propaganda, and nominated 
him also an honorary Professor in 
the Eoman University, Birector of 
the Polyglot Press m the Propa- 
ganda, Vice-President of the Pon- 
tifical Academy of Noble Eccle- 
siastics, and Cameriere Segreto 
Sopranumerario at the Vatican 
Court. In the consistory of Nov 24, 
1845, Mgr. Be Luca was promoted 
by Gregory XVI. to be Bishop of 
Aversa, near Naples, and he re- 
ceived episcopal consecration on 
Bee. 8 following from Cardinal 
Eransoni. In 1853 he was advanced 
to the Archbishopinc of Tarsus, 
i. p. 1 ., and was serit as Apostolic 
Nimcio to the court of Bavaria, 
where he remained from May, 1864, 
till Oct., 1856. Prom Bavaria he 
was transferred to a still more im- 
portant office, that, namely, of 
Nimcio to the Emperor of Austria, 
to whom he presented his creden- 
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tials, dated Nov. 1, 1856. The new 
Nimcio had a difficult task to ac- 
complish. In Aug , 1855, a Con- 
cordat had been concluded between 
the Emperor and the Pope, but by 
recent laws passed by Prancis 
Joseph II. the jurisdiction, rights, 
properties, and privileges of the 
Church had been injuriously af- 
fected. It was the endeavour of 
the Nimcio to bring back every- 
thing to a state conformable to the 
tenor of the Concordat, and espe- 
cially to restore the jurisdiction of 
the ecclesiastical tribunals of the 
Archbishops and Bishops of the 
Austrian Empire, and to regulate 
all appeals according to the rules 
of the canon law. Cases affecting 
ecclesiastical persons and proper- 
ties, and matrimomal causes, were 
restored to the sole jurisdiction of 
the ecclesiastical courts In 1858 
Mgr. Be Luca executed a special 
charge committed to him by the 
Sovereign Pontiff, and went on a 
delegation to the orthodox Eoume- 
nians in Hungary and Transylvania. 
Pius IX. created Mgr. Be Luca a 
Cardinal m the consistory of March 
16, 1863, and he received the beretta 
from the Emperor of Austria on May 
13 following, and was also decorated 
with the Grand Cross of St. Stephen 
of Hungary. Cardinal Be Luca, as 
Pro-Nuncio, represented the Holy 
See at Vienna tUl Sept. 10, 1863. 
Eetuming to Eome at the end of 
that month, he received the hat 
from the hands of Pius IX., and 
the presbyteral Title of the church 
of SS Quattro Coronati. At the 
end of the year he became Prefect 
of the Congregation of the Index. 
In the Vatican Council Cardinal de 
Luca was second in order of seniority 
of the five Presidents of the Council, 
and was m constant communication 
with the Austrian, Bavarian, 
French, and Italian bishops. In 
the consistory of July 15, 1878, he 
was declared Bishop of Palestrina, 
and Vice-Chancellor of the Holy 
Eoman Church, and Sommista of 
Apostolic Letters. On the same 
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day tlie Cardinal received m com- 
mendam the church of S. Lorenzo 
in Damaso. 

LUCAN (Ea»l or). The Eioht 
Hon. Q-eoeoe Charles Bingham, 
Q-.C.B., elder son of the second earl, 
whom he succeeded June 30, 1839, 
horn April 16, 1800, was educated 
at Westminster, entered the army 
at the usual age, and served as a 
volunteer with the Eussian army 
under Q-en. Diehitsch in the Turkish 
campaign in 1828. He was one of 
the representatives of the county of 
Mayo, in the Conservative interest, 
from 1826 till 1830, and was chosen 
one of the Eepresentative Peers for 
Ireland in 1840. He served in the 
Crimea in 1864-5, in command of a 
division of cavalry, and took part 
in the battles of the Alma, Sept. 20, 
BalakLava, Oct. 25, and Inkermann, 
Nov. 5, 1854. Owing to some mis- 
apprehension of Lord Eaglan^s 
orders, that heroic but fatal charge 
of the Light Brigade in which so 
many lives were lost was made in 
the battle of BalaMava. Lord Lucan, 
who was colonel of the 8th hussars 
till Peb. 22, 1865, when he became 
Colonel of tiie 1st regiment of Life 
Guards, was made a Lieutenant- 
General in 1858, and General Aug. 
28, 1865 , was nominated a K.C B. 
for his Crimean services, and G C.B. 
in 1869 j is Commander of the Legion 
of Honour, Knight first-class of the 
Medjidie, and a Knight, second- 
class, of St Anne of Eussia. 

LUCCA, Pauline, the daughter 
of poor but worthy parents, who on 
account of reduced circumstances 
were unable to educate their chil- 
dren, was bom at Yienna, in 1840. 
Her name was originally Lucas, and 
her parents were of the Jewish faith, 
which she abandoned. A profes- 
sional singer, named Erl, who acci- 
dentally discovered that she pos- 
sessed a most promising voice, very 
generously undertook to give her 
instruction ; and, when fifteen years 
of age, she obtained an engagement 
at the Karinther Thor Theatre, and 
assisted in the Sunday services at 


the Karl Kirche. At the latter 
place, the unavoidable absence of a 
leadmg vocalist, in 1856, gave the 
youthful aspirant an opportunity for 
distinguishing herself, and the sen- 
sation she created was so great that 
means were devised by the principal 
musicians in Yienna to enable her 
to complete her training. Her im- 
provement was rapid and decided, 
and having accepted an engage- 
ment to sing Italian parts at the 
Olmutz Theatre, she appeared in 
Sept., 1869, for the first time, as 
Elvira, in Yerdi's ^^Ernani,"^ with 
such success that brilhaut offers 
were immediately made her from 
many parts of Germany. She pre- 
ferred, however, to renew her en- 
gagement at Olmutz, durmg which 
she met with an adventure that 
tended very considerably to increase 
her popularity. Having been in- 
sulted by a female artiste of the 
same theatre, she at once informed 
the manager that unless she re- 
ceived an ample apology, nothing 
should induce her to appear again 
at Olmutz. That gentleman haviug 
threatened her with imprisonment 
upon the terms of his contract if 
she persisted in her resolution, she 
dehberately walked to the citadel, 
gave herself up, and remained in 
durance for four-and-twenty hours. 
The commotion this conduct occa- 
sioned induced the manager to use 
his influence with the offending lady 
to submit to Mdlle. Lucca's demand. 
On leavmg her prison, she at once 
terminated her engagement at Ol- 
mutz, and proceeded to Prague, 
where, in March, 1860, she appeared 
as Yalentme in the Huguenots," 
and in "Norma," and at once secured 
the patronage of the Princess Col- 
loredo, sister of the Governor, the 
Count Clam-Gallas, &c. Shortly be- 
fore her appearance at Prague, 
Meyerbeer, who, as the director of 
the Berlm Hof-opera Theatre, was 
at that time seeking for a prima 
donna competent to fill the part of 
the heroine in his last werk, " L'Afri- 
caine," had his attention directed 
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to tids rising star. Tlie yontli and 
genius of the young arhste being 
justwhat Meyerbeer had long looked 
for in vain^ induced him to secure 
her services for three years at 
Berlin, where he gave her the ad- 
vantage of his advice and tuition 
In the Prussian capital Mdlle Lucca 
met with her usual success, which 
so rapidly mcreased that an engage- 
ment was offered her at the Imperial 
Academy of Music at Paris. This 
she refused, notwithstanding the 
urgent entreaty of her gifted friend 
and teacher that she should accept 
it. At his instigation, however, she 
entered into an engagement with 
Mr. G-ye to appear at the Eoyal 
Italian Opera in London, in 1863, 
and carried all before her. Being 
dissatisfied with the terms of her 
engagement she suddenly left Lon- 
don, assigning as a reason for her | 
singular conduct that " the Thames 
did not agree with her.'*^ On the 
production of Meyerbeer’s " L’ Afri- 
caine ” at Covent G-arden, in 1865, 
she was induced to return, and she 
subsequently shared the honours of 
that establishment with Mdlle. Ade- 
lina Patti. In Nov., 1865, she be- 
came the wife of Baron von Eohden, 
and is still the ;pnma donna assoluia 
of the Berlin Hof-opera Theatre, 
dividing her time between that 
capital and London. Her husband 
was slain in the war between France 
and Prussia in 1870. 

LUCY, BIenst W., born at 
Crosby, near Liverpool, Dec. 5, 1845 ; 
was apprenticed to a Liverpool mer- 
chant , joined the staff of the Shrews- 
lury Chromcle as chief reporter in 
1864 , in 1869 went to Paris to attend 
lectures at the Sorbonne j in Jan., 
1870, returned to London to join 
the staff of the morning edition of 
the Pall Mall Gazette; and in Oct., 
1873, joined the Daily Neios as 
special correspondent, chief of the 
Gallery Staff and winter of the Par- 
liamentary Summary. Mr. Lucy is 
the author of A Handbook of Par- 
liamentary Procedure and "Men 
and Manner in Parliament." He 


is a frequent contributor to London 
and American periodical literature. 
In 1882 his first novel, "Gideon 
Fleyce," was pubhshed. On the 
death of Mi* Tom Taylor, who, in 
succession to Mr Shirley Brooks, 
had written the " Essence of Par- 
liament " for Punchj Mr Lucy was 
invited to continue the work. This 
he did in a new style, now familiar 
as " The Diary of Toby, M.P." Mr. 
Lucy is also understood to contri- 
bute to the Observer the series of 
articles which appear weekly during 
the Parliamentary session, under 
the title " From the Cross Benches." 
As special correspondent of the 
Daily News, Mr. Lucy accompanied 
the Princess Louise and the Mar- 
quis of Lome on their first visit to 
Canada on the appointment of the 
Marquis to the Governor-General- 
ship. In 1878 his letters to the 
Daily News, describing the condi- 
tion of the people in South Wales 
owing to the strike, resulted in a 
public subscription, which in the 
course of three weeks amounted to 
over ^10,000 in cash, in addition to 
many gifts in kind. With a por- 
tion of the money the rector of 
Merthyr was enabled to feed daily 
for seventeen weeks 5,000 children. 

LUGAED, The Eight Hon. Sm 
Edwabd, G C.B., son of Capt. John 
Lugard, bom at Chelsea in 1810, 
was educated at the Military Col- 
lege, Sandhurst, and having entered 
the army in 1828, proceeded to 
India, where he served with dis- 
tinction for many years. During 
the Afghan war of 1842, he was 
Brigade-Major to the fourth Bri- 
gade ; and during the Sikh war of 
1845-46, Assistant Adjutant-General 
of the first division Throughout 
the Punjaub campaigns of 1848-9, 
he was Adjutant-General to the 
Queen’s forces, for which services 
he was made a C.B. and Aide-de- 
Camp to the Queen. He was made 
K C B. for his services as chief of 
the staff in the Persian expedition 
of 1856-7, and was appointed Adju- 
tant-General in India at the close 
3 A 
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of 1857. At the capture of Luck- 
noWj and the subsequent operations 
against the rebels^ he commanded^ 
as Brigadier-G-enerah the second 
division of infantrjj and for his 
distinguished services on these oc- 
casions was specially promoted to 
the rank of Major-Q-eneral in 1858. 
He received the colonelcy of the 
31st Foot, June 1, 1862, was made 
Lieutenant-G-eneri Jan. 12, 1865, 
and G- C.B. in 1867 ; was appointed 
Secretary for Military Correspon- 
dence in the War Department in 
Feb., 1859, and permanent Under- 
secretary of War in May, 1861. He 
resigned the latter office in Hov., 
1871, on being appointed President 
of the Army Purchase Commission. 
This latter office he resigned in April, 
1880. He was sworn of the Privy 
Council Hov 3, 1871. He attained 
the rank of General in Hov., 1872. 

LUKIS, The Eev. William Col- 
linos, M.A., F.S A., born in 1817, 
was educated at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, where he graduated in 
honours in 1840 ; has been succes- 
sively incumbent of East Grafton, 
Vicar of Great Bedwin, and Eector 
of CoUingboume Ducis, in Wilts, 
and Eural Dean of the Deanery of 
Marlborough, and is Eector of 
Wath-juxta-Eipon, Yorkshire, and 
late Eural Dean of the Deanery of 
Catterick East. Mr. LuMs, who is 
a Fellow of the Eoyal Society of 
northern Antiquaries at Copen- 
hagen, Hon. Member of the Society 
Arch4dloffique de Hantes, and of 
the SociSie Polymathique du Mor- 
bihan, Brittany, one of the Secre- 
taries of the York Architectural So- 
ciety, and was for some time one of 
the general secretaries of the Wilts 
Archseological and Natural History 
Society, published in 184*5 Speci- 
mens of Ancient Church Plate," 
in 1857, ^'An Account of Church 
Bells and Bell Foundries in 
1858, A few Words to Eural Deans 
and Churchwardens," two tracts 
relating to the care and condition 
of church bells, and " The History 
of the Salisbury Bell Foundry j" 


and in 1861, Danish Cromlechs 
and Burial Customs compared with 
those of Brittany, Great Britain, 
&c." He has contributed '^Crom- 
lechs," "Certain Peculiarities in 
the Construction of Chambered 
Tumuli," and " Eemarkable Cham- 
bered Long Barrow at Kerlescant, 
Carnac," to the Journal of the 
British Archceological Society^ and 
has written " On Flint Implements 
and Tumuh in the Neighbourhood 
of Wath," "Notes on Barrow- 
digging in the Parish of CoUing- 
bourne Ducis, Wilts," " Sur la De- 
nomination des Dolmens ou Crom- 
lechs,** " Eapport sur un Tumulus 
de TAge de Bronze au Eocher, 
Plougoumelen," "The Stone Ave- 
nues of Carnac,** " Brittany Sepul- 
chral Chambers, with an attempt 
to reduce them to Chronological 
Order ;** "Eude Stone Monuments, 
and the errors commonly enter- 
tained respecting their construc- 
tion,** 1875 ; " A Guide for Archsso- 
logists and others to the Pre-his- 
toric Monuments of South Brit- 
tany,** 1875 ; and is editor of the 
Stukeley Diaries, Letters, (Sec., vol. i., 
for the Surtees Society, 1882. 

LUMBY, The Eev. Joseph 
Eawson, D D , born at Stanningley, 
in Yorkshire, was educated at the 
Leeds Grammar School, entered as 
a scholar at Magdalen College, Cam- 
bridge, in 1854 ; and took his degree 
m the 1st Class of the Classical 
Tripos in 1868. He was elected a 
Fellow of Magdalen College in 
1858, obtained the Crosse Divinity 
Scholarship and the Tyrwhitt 
Hebrew Scholarship, and was also 
for some time classical lecturer at 
Magdalen College and at Queen*s 
College. He has been subsequently 
elected Fellow of St. Catharine*s 
College. Dr. Lumby was one of 
the founders of the Early English 
Text Society, for which he has 
edited several works : "King 
Horn,** " Eatis Eaving,** and 
"Floriz and Blauncheflour." He 
is one of the editors of the historic 
documents published by Govern- 
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ment under tlie superintendence of 
tlie Master of the Rolls The 8th 
volume of Higden's Polychronicon 
has recently appeared under his 
editorship. He has published 
several works for the Pitt Press, as 
" Bacon^s Life of Henry VII.,” 
Morels Utopia,” Morels Life of 
Richard III.,'*^ and, in conjunction 
with Professor Mayor, he has pub- 
lished Books ni. and IV. of 
Beda^s Ecclesiastical History.^’ 
He has also written a '' BKstory of 
the Creeds,” and a small work on 
" Greek Leammg in the Western 
Church during the Seventh and 
Eighth Centuries.” Dr. Lumby was 
for some time Vicar of St. Edward’s 
Church in Cambridge, but on his 
election in 1879 to tiie Hornsian 
Professorship of Divinity he re- 
signed that charge. He is one of 
the editors of the Cambridge Bible 
for Schools j also a contributor to 
the " International Commentary on 
the Hew Testament.” He has like- 
wise taken part in the work of the 
'^Speaker’s Commentary.” He is 
a writer in the new edition of the 
Encyclopsedia Britannica?” and 
has published many articles in the 
Esopositor and other journals. He 
is also a member of the Old Testa- 
ment Company for the Revision of 
the Authorised Version of the 
Bible, Dr. Lumby has also been 
on many occasions Select Preacher 
before tibe Dniversity. 

LHMLEY, SiE John Savile, 
K.C.B., son of John, eighth Earl of 
Scarborough, was born in 1825. He 
entered the Eoreign Office as a 
supernumerary clerk in the Libra- 
rian’s department in 1841, but was 
permitted to accompany the late 
Earl of Westmoreland to Berlm as 
private secretary and attache in the 
autumn of that year. In 1842 he 
was appointed Attach^ at Berlin, 
and was subsequently transferred 
to St. Petersburg, where he acted 
as paid Attache In 1854 he was 
nominated Secretary of Legation at 
Washington, and in the following 
year he was Charge d’ Affaires and 


also employed on special service at 
Hew York. On the departure of 
Mr. (now Sir John) Crampton, in 
May, 1856, MLr. Lmnley was left in 
charge of the archives, and in 
February, 1858, he was transferred 
to Madrid, where he acted for a 
short time as Charge d’ Affaires. 
He was employed on special service 
in the Basque Provinces in 1858, 
and was transferred to St. Peters- 
burg in the following year. In 
1860 he was appointed Secretary of 
Embassy at Constantinople, but the 
close of the same year saw him 
back in St. Petersburg, where he 
was Charge d’ Affaires in 1862, 1864, 
and again in 1865. In 1866 he was 
elected an Associate of the Im- 
perial Russian Academy of Fine 
Arts, and in the same year he was 
promoted to be Envoy Esdraor- 
dmary and Minister Plenipoten- 
tiary to the King of Saxony In 
August, 1867, he was appointed, in 
the same capacity, to the Swiss 
Confederation, but was transferred 
to Brussels in Oct., 1868. He was 
appomted by the Queen to repre- 
sent her IVEajesty at the funeral of 
Ms Royal Highness the Duke of 
Brabant in Jan., 1869. He was 
nominated a companion of the 
Order of the Bath in 1873, and was 
offered by the King of the Belgians 
the Grand Cross of the Order of 
Leopold, which, in consequence of 
existing regulations, he was unable 
to accept. In Oct., 1878, he was 
nominated a Knight Commander of 
the Order of the Bath. He was 
appointed Ambassador Extraor- 
dinary and Plenipotentiary to the 
King of Italy in Sept. 1883. 

LYALL, Sir Alebed Comyns, 
K.C.B., son of the Rev. Alfred 
Lyall, was bom at Coulston, Surrey, 
in 1835, and educated at Eton. He 
was appointed Home Secretary in 
India m 1873 ; Foreign Secretary 
in 18785 and Lieutenant-Governor 
of the Horth-West Provinces in 
1882, having in the previous year 
been created a K.C.B. He was 
formerly Secretary to the Order of 
3 a2 
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tlie Star of India, and tlie Order 
of tlie Indian Empire. Sir Alfred 
Lyall is the author of '^Asiatic 
Studies, Eeligious and Social/^ 1882. 

LYNB, Joseph Leycesteb, called 

Father Ignatius,” was horn ITov. 
23, 1837, at Trinity Square, by the 
Tower of London, educated at St. 
Paul's School, London, then by 
Eev. G*. N. Wright, at Ayscough 
Free Hall, Spalding, Lmcoln, and 
Britannia House, Worcester , next 
at Trinity College, Glenahnond, 
Perth He was ordained in 1860, 
to the curacy of St Peter's, Ply- 
mouth ; and was then Mission Cu- 
rate to Mr. Lowder at St George's 
in the East, but left him to begin the 
attempt of restoring monasticism 
in the Church of England, in 1862 
He began at Claydon by Ipswich, 
and moved to Norwich, Jan. 30, 
1863. Next he moved to the Isle 
of Wight, a house of Dr. Pusey's, 
at Ghale, then to Laleham, Chert- 
sey, for three years, and finally he 
purchased land among the Black 
Mountains, and built Llanthony 
Abbey, five miles beyond old 
ruined Llanthony Priory. He is 
the author of many published ser- 
mons, poems, hymns j the ''Tales 
of Ll^ihony " Brother Pla- 
cidus;'' "Leonard Morris, ''and 
"Tales of the Monastery'' He 
is the composer of many pieces of 
Sacred Music, 1860-82 ; also editor of 
" Llanthony Monastery Tracts '' 
There is a Priory of Nuns attached 
to the Church, as well as an Abbey 
for Monks, after the example of 
many of the old double Monasteries 
of the Saxon Church. The monks 
claim to follow the ancient rule of St. 
Benedict, and use the Benedictine 
Breviary for Choir office and the 
Sarum Missal of the ante-Eeforma- 
tion Church of England. They wear 
the old Enghsh Benedictine dress. 
Mr. Lyne's monastic and public 
name is " Ignatius of Jesus.'' 

LYONS (Viscount), The Eioht 
Honourable Eichaed Bickerton 
Pemell Lyons, G C B , G.C M.G., 
only surviving son of the first Lord 


Lyons (who commanded the British 
fleet in the Black Sea in 1855-6), 
was bom at Lymington, April 26, 
1817, and succeeded to his father's 
title Nov. 23, 1858. Having been 
educated at Winchester and Christ 
Church, Oxford, he was appointed 
unpaid Attache at Athens in 1839, 
and paid Attache in 1844, at Dres- 
den in 1852, at Florence (residing 
at Eome) in 1853, Secretary of Le- 
gation there (residing at Eome) in 
1856, and Envoy to Tuscany in 
1858. He was accredited as Envoy 
Extraordmary to the United States 
in Dec., 1858, returned to England 
on account of ill health in Feb., 
1865, was appointed Ambassador at 
Constantinople in Aug., 1865, and 
was transferred to Paris in July, 
1867. He was made a K.C B. in 
1860, a G.C.B. in 1862 ; was sworn 
of the Privy Council, March 9, 
1865 ; and made an honorary D.C L. 
at Oxford, June 21, 1865. In Nov., 
1881, he was created Viscount 
Lyons, of Christ Church, in the 
county of Southampton. 

LYSONS, General Sir Daniel, 
K.C B., son of the late Eev. Daniel 
Lysons, M.A., F.E.S , of Hempsted 
Court, Gloucestershire (well known 
as an antiquary and a topographer), 
by his second wife Josepha Catherine 
Susanna, daughter of John Gilbert 
Cooper, Esq., of Thurgarton Priory, 
Nottinghamshire He was bom at 
Eodmarton, Gloucestershire, in 
1816, and educated at Shrewsbury 
School. Entering the army as en- 
sign in the 1st Eoyals in 1834, he 
served through the Canadian 
rebellion (1838-39), including the 
actions of St. Denis and St. Eus- 
tache. He was Deputy Assistant 
Quartermaster -General from 1838 
to 1841. Afterwards he was pro- 
moted to a captaincy in the 3rd 
West India Eegiment, and m 1844 
he was transferred to the 22nd 
Eoyal Welsh Fusiliers. He was 
Brigade Major at Barbadoes from 
1844 to 1847. In 1849 he was ap- 
pointed Town Ma^or at Portsmouth. 
He served throughout the Crimean

War (1854-5);, was present at the 
battles of the Alma and Inkermann, 
at the affairs of Bnlganao and 
McEenzie'^s Farm^ the capture of 
Balaklavaj and throughout the 
siege of Sebastopol; he led the 
main column of attack on the Bedan 
by the Light Division on June 18, 
and commanded a brigade in the 
latter part of the action ; he was 
engaged in the final assault on the 
Eedan on Sept. 8, when he was 
severely wounded ; and he com- 
manded the second Brigade, Light 
Division, from Oct , 1855, to the 
end of the war. Tn 1857 he ex- 
changed to the 25th Eing^s Own 
Borderers. He was appointed As- 
sistant Adjutant -General to the 
Inspector-General of Infantry in 
Eov , 1857. In Dec , 1861, he was 
sent out to organize the milit ia of 
Canada at the Trent affair. He 
was Deputy Quartermaster-General 
in Canada from 1862 to 1867 ; was 
appomted to the command of a 
brigade at Malta in 1868, and to a 
brigade at Aldershot in 1869 From 
1872 to 1874 he was in command of 
the Northern district of England, 
and in 1876 he was appointed 
Quartermaster-General of the forces. 
He was created a Enight Com- 
mander of the Order of the Bath 
in 1877, and attained the rank of 
General in 1879. In July, 1880, he 
assumed command of the troops 
at Aldershot, in succession to 
General Sir Thomas Steele, E.C.B., 
whose term of office had expired. Sir 
D. Lysons has received the Crimean 
med^ with three clasps; also the 
Turkish and Sardinian medals. 

LYTTON (Earl of). The Eight 
Hon. Edward Eobert Bulwer- 
Lttton, G.C.B., G.C.S.I., poet and 
diplomatist, only son of the great 
novelist, poet, dramatist, orator, 
and statesman, was born Nov, 8, 
1831 He was educated first at 
Harrow, and under private tutors, 
and afterwards at Bonn, in Ger- 
many, where he devoted himself 
especially to the study of modern 
languages. When nearly eighteen 


years of age he entered the diplo- 
matic service of the Crown, being 
appointed Oct 12, 1849, Attache 
at Washington, where his uncle. 
Sir Henry Bulwer, afterwards Lord 
Palling and Bulwer, was ambas- 
sador, and to whom he acted at the 
time as private secretary On Feb. 

5, 1852, he was transferred as At- 
tache to Florence, and on Aug. 12, 
1854, was removed to the Embassy 
at Paris. He was thence promoted, 
shortly after the peace of 1856, to 
be paid Attache at the Hague. Two 
years afterwards, on April 1, 1858, 
he was appointed first paid Attache 
at St. Petersburg, and a little more 
than two months later, was gazetted 

6, 1859, transferred to the one at 
Yienna. While attached to the 
latter Embassy, he was twice em- 
ployed in positions of great trust 
and responsibility in Servia. Prom 
Feb. to March 7, 1860, for example, 
he was the Actmg Consul-General 
at Belgrade, and besides this was 
employed upon a special mission to 
prevent the renewal of hostilities 
between the Turks and Servians 
after the capital of the latter had 
been bombarded. In reward for 
his good service upon this mission 
he was on Oct. 1, 1862, gazetted 
second secretary in Her Majesty's 
diplomatic service, being employed 
in that capacity at Yienna. Shortly 
afterwards he was promoted on Jan. 
6, 1863, to be Secretary of Legation 
at Copenhagen. There, during two 
intervals, from Feb. 27 to March 18, 
1863, and again from April 14 to 
May 24, 1864, he held the position 
of Charge d' Affaires. A week before 
the date last mentioned (on May 18, 
1864), he was gazetted as Secretary 
of Legation at Athens, whence, on 
April 21, 1865, he was transferred 
to Lisbon. Dpon three several oc- 
casions he there also discharged the 
office of Charge d' Affaires, from May 
30 to Oct., 1865, from April 29 to 
Nov. 18, 1866, and from Sept. 14, 
1867, to March 19, 1868. In Httle 
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more tkan a month from the last 
named date, on Feh. 29, 1868, when 
he successfully concluded the nego- 
tiation of a Commercial Treaty be- 
tween Great Britain and Austria, he 
was transferred to Madrid. Six 
months later he was promoted to the 
Secretaryship of Embassy at Vienna. 
There he acted once more from Oct. 
30 to Dec. 29, 1869, as Charge 
d^ Affaires, and was thence trans- 
ferred on Oct. 6, 1872, as Secretary 
of Embassy to Paris. Scarcely three 
months afterwards (Jan. 18, 1873), 
upon his illustrious father's death, 
he succeeded to the title as the 
second Baron Lytton. G[Vioe during 
that same year, from April 13 to 
May 17, and again from Sept. 14 to 
Oct. 22, he acted at Paris as Charg4 
d' Affaires, and to the close of Ms 
career in the Erench capital as 
Secretary of Embassy, he was 
always, during the absence of the 
ambassador, accredited there as 
Minister Plenipotentiary. His lord- 
sMp, haying previously declined the 
Govemorslup of Madras, was ap- 
pointed Her Britannic Majestj^s 
Ambassador at Lisbon in the De- 
cember of 1874 j and, after occupy- 
ing that post for a year, was sud- 
denly informed by telegram, in the 
January of 1876, of his nomination 
as the Viceroy of India. Hastening 
to London to complete his arrange- 
ments for assuming tMs high office, 
Ms Excellency, on the 1st of March, 
took Ms departure for Hindostan. 
Midway on his journey Lord Lytton 
met by pre-arrangement in Egypt 
H.B H. the Prince of Wales, then 
on Ms way home from Ms tour 
through India. Immediately on his 
arrival at Calcutta, Ms Excellency 
was sworn in as G-ovemor-General 
and Viceroy on the 12th April, 
18765 and on the 1st Jan., 1877, 
surrounded by all the princes of 
Hmdostan, presided at the gorgeous 
ceremonial wMch marked on the 
plains of DelM the Proclamation of 
Her Majesty Qiieen Victoria as 
Empress of India. In Dec., 1877, 
the Queen conferred upon him the 


honour of the Grand Cross of the 
civil division of the Order of the 
Bath. On the 12th of December, 

1879, an attempt was made to as- 
sassinate Lord Lytton. His excel- 
lency had just arrived in Calcutta 
that evening by railway, and was 
being conveyed from the station to 
Government house in one of the 
viceregal carriages, when two shots 
were fired at Mm by a man named 
Busa, happily without any ill-effect 
whatever. A third shot was fired 
immediately afterwards by the in- 
tended assassin at the Viceroy's 
Private Secretary, who was seated 
in the next carriage. Colonel 
Colley, at once ahghting, seized 
the assailant, who proved to be a 
half-intoxicated Eurasian who had 
been recently discharged from the 
lunatic asylum at Allahabad. On 
the 28th of April, 1880, the noble 
lord was raised to the dignity of 
an earldom, being created Earl of 
Lytton, of Lytton in the county of 
Derby, and Viscount Knebworth of 
Knebworth, in the county of Herts. 
The noble lord had previously given 
in Ms resignation as Viceroy of 
India, his friend, the Earl of Bea- 
consfield, placing it in the hands of 
Her Majesty simultaneously with 
Ms own resignation, in the April of 

1880, of the Premiership. Lord 
Lytton's first work was published 
when he was twenty-four, and was 
at once warmly welcomed by the 
critics. It proved quite independ- 
ently his inheritance of great lite- 
rary genius, for it appeared under 
a pseudonym. This was in 1856, 
the work being entitled '^Clytem- 
nestra, the Earl's Eeturn, the 
Artist, and other Poems," by 
" Owen Meredith." Another work 
appeared from Ms hand in 1859, 
called The Wanderer, a Collection 
of Poems in many Lands," evi- 
dencing a singularly graceful fancy, 
and a surprising facility of versifi- 
cation. TMs was followed, in 1860, 
by a novel in sprightly verse, called 
" Lucile," which was afterwards re- 
published in 4to, in 1868, with illus- 
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trations by Du Maurier. In 1861 
he produced anonymouslyj in col- 
laboration witli the Hon. Julian 
Eane^ Tannliauserj or tbe Battle 
of tbe BardSj” bis friend writing 
under tbe nom de plume of " Heville 
Temple/^ bimself under that of 
" E dward Trevor."^ Ten years later, 
in 1871, tbe Hon. Eobert Lytton 
wrote Juban Eane, a Memoir,-’^ in 
which tbe friendship of the two was 
lovingly commemorated by tbe sur- 
vivor. Meanwhile, in tbe same year 
in which Tannbauser ” bad ap- 
peared, Owen Meredith, as tbe fruit 
of bis residence in Belgrade, pub- 
lished under tbe title of “Serbski 
Pesme,^^ a collection of tbe National 
Songs of Servia. A prose romance 
followed in 1863, under tbe name of 
“Tbe Eing of Amasis/'* purportmg 
to be edited from tbe papers of a 
Grerman physician. In 1867 there 
were published in two volumes, tbe 
“ Poetical works of Owen Mereditb,^^ 
and in tbe foUowmg year, also in 
two volumes, there appeared, with 
a portrait of tbe author, bis “Chro- 
nicles and Characters.” This work 
was followed, in 1869, by “Orval, 
or tbe Pool of Time,” a dramatic 
poem paraphrased from tbe Polish, 
being founded in fact upon tbe “in- 
fernal comedy” of Count N. A. Z. 
Krasinski, “Nie-boska Komedyja,” 
tbe volume comprising among other 
imitations and paraphrases in verse 
several from tbe Creek, Latin, Ita- 
lian, and Danish literatures. In 
1874, Lord Lytton published in two 
vols , bis “ Pables in Song,” and 
also in two vols., tbe “Speeches of 
Edward Lord L;^ton, with some of 
his Political Writings, hitherto un- 
published, and a Prefatory Memoir 
by his Son.” The Earl of Lytton 
married, Oct. 4, 1864, Edith, second 
daughter of the Hon Edward Vil- 
liers, and niece of the late Earl of 
Clarendon, and has issue two sons 
and three daughters. His eldest 
surviving son (born 10 Aug., 1876) 
is, at Her Majesty^s own instance, 
the godson of the Queen, and is in 
consequence named Yictor Alex- 


ander Ceorge Eobert. Lady Lytton 
was included, on Jan. 1, 1878, in the 
select list of the recipients of the Or- 
der of the Imperial Crown of India.

MACBETH, Eobert William, 
A.E A., second son of Mr. Norman 
Macbeth, the Scotch portrait 
painter, was born m 1848. He first 
exhibited, at the Eoyal Academy 
in 1873, a picture called “ Sunshine 
and Shade,” and has been an exhi- 
bitor ever since He first attracted 
general attention in 1876 by his 
“ Lincolnshire C-ang,” a number of 
little children working in the fields 
under a gang-master. Another 
picture which drew much atten- 
tion was his “ Flood in the 
Pens,” exhibited in 1880 at the 
Q-rosvenor Grallery. His “ Sheep- 
Shearing,” exhibited in 1883 in 
that Q-sQlery, well maintained his 
reputation. Mr. Macbeth is an 
excellent etcher, and is also a 
member of the Institute of Painters 
in Water-Colours. He was elected 
an Associate of the Eoyal Academy 
Jan. 30, 1883. 

MAC CABE, His Eminence 
Edward, Cardinal-Priest of the 
Holy Eoman Church, born in Dub- 
lin in 1816, was educated m one of 
the Catholic schools of his native 
city, and passed out of it into the 
College of Ma;pooth. At the close 
of his collegiate career he was 
ordained in 1839 to the priesthood 
by the then Archbishop, Dr. Mur- 
ray, and appointed by his Grace to 
a curacy in the parish of Clontarf, 
co. Dublin. He remained in that 
curacy till about the year 1853, 
when he was transferred by Dr. 
Cullen, who had in the meantime 
succeeded Archbishop Murray, to 
a curacy in the cathedral parish, 
Marlborough Street. In 1856 he 
was promoted to the pastorship of 
the parish of St. Nicholas in the 
city, and occupied that position till 
1865, when he was transferred to 
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the parish of Kingstown. He had 
been already named by Cardina" 
Cullen one of has Yicars-G-eneral 
an office which he held till the 
close of his Eminence's episcopate 
In 187^ he was appointed Bishop 
Assistant to the Cardinal. On the 
death of his Eminence, Dr. Ma* 
Cabe was in March, 1879, appomted 
to succeed him in the arohiepiscopa' 
see of Dublin. His Hohness Pope 
Leo XIII. created Archbishop Mac 
Cabe a Cardinal-Priest in a secret 
consistory held at the Vatican on 
March 27, 1882, and the Cardinal 
received the hat from his Holiness 
March 30. He had assigned to 
him the basilica of Santa Sabina. 

M ACC ABE, William Bernard 
born in Dublin Xov. 23, 1801, wrote 
for the Irish press from 1824 till 
1835. Whilst he was connected 
with the Dublin Morning Register 
Mr. O'Connell declared he '"only 
held himself responsible for his 
speeches as reported by Mr. Mac 
Cabe." From 1835 till 1851 he was 
a Parliamentary Eeporter on th< 
Morning Chronicle and Morning 
Herald, in 1847 was appointed 
Consul in London for the Oriental 
Eepublic of ITruguay, and in 1851 
he resigned that appointment and 
his connection with the London 
press to become editor of The 
Weehly Telegraph, a CathoHc paper 
in Ireland. This he resigned in 
1856, and has since contributed to 
the London Review, the Dublin Re- 
view, Taifs Magazine, and other 
periodicals, and has translated 
books from the Greek, German, 
and Italian languages. He has 
pubhshed "A Cathohe Bistory of 
England" (embracing the Anglo- 
Saxon period), 1848-54; "Bertha, 
a Romance of the Dark Ages," 
1851, since translated into German 
and French ; " Florine, Princess of 
Burgundy: a Tale of the First 
Crusade," 3rd edit., 1873; Agnes 
Arnold," a novel, in I860; and 
other works 

McCarthy, Justin, M.P., was 
born at Cork in Hov., 1830. After 


receiving a liberal education there, 
he became attached to the staff of 
a Liverpool paper in 1853. He 
entered the Reporters' Gallery of 
the House of Commons in 1860 for 
the Morning Star, became foreign 
editor of that paper the following 
autumn, and chief editor in 1864 ; 
he resigned the latter post in 1868, 
and travelled thi*ough the United 
States for nearly three years, visit- 
ing thirty-five of the thirty-seven 
States. Mr. McCarthy has contri- 
buted to the London Review, the 
Westminster Review, the Fortnightly 
Review, the Nineteenth Century, to 
several English magazines, and to 
many American periodicals. He is 
the author of " The Waterdale 
Neighbours," 1867 ; " My Enemy's 
Daughter," 1869; "Lady Judith," 
1871 ; " A Fair Saxon," 1873 ; 
"Linley Rochford," 1874; "Dear 
Lady Disdain," 1875; "Miss Mis- 
anthrope," 1877 ; Donna Quixote," 

1879, "The Comet of a Season," 
1881 (novels) , of " Con Amore," a 
volume of critical essays ; and 
"Prohibitory Legislation in the 
United States," an account of the 
workmg of the Liquor Laws, in 
Maine, Massachusetts, Michigan, 
Iowa, and other States of the 
Union. Mr. McCarthy's most im- 
portant work is " A History of Our 
Own Times" (1878-80), being an 
account of what happened in these 
countries from the accession of Queen 
Victoria to the general election of 

1880. He has also written a short 
history of " The Epoch of Reform," 
the period between 1830 and 1850, 
published in 1882. Mr. McCarthy 
is a political writer for one of the 
London daily papers. He was elected 
to Parhament as member for the 
county of Longford, Ireland, in 
March, 1879, and was re-elected 
when the dissolution took place in 
1880, in both instances without a 
contest. He is a Home Ruler, and 
ice-president of the Irish Parlia- 
mentary party in the House of 
'^ommons. 

McCAUL, The Rev. John, M.A., 
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LL.D , was born in Dublin in 1807 
He was educated at Trinity College 
Dublin, where he became Classica 
Tutor and Examiner. In Nov 
1838, he was appointed, by the then 
Archbishop of Canterbury, Prin 
cipal of the Upper Canada College 
and entered upon his duties in 
Jan., 1839. In 1842, he becam 
Vice-President of Kdng^s College 
Toronto, and Professor of Classics 
Logic, Ehetoric, and Belles Lettres 
In 1848, he was appointed Presiden 
of the University of Toronto, and 
in 1853 President of University 
College, and Vice-Chancellor of th 
Umversity of Toronto, positions 
which he resigned in 1881, in conse- 
quence of advancing years. Dr 
McCaul has published several 
volumes of essays and treatises on 
classical topics. He has also edited 
for collegiate text-books the Satires 
and Epistles of Horace (still al- 
most universally used in schools in 
Ireland) and portions of Longinus, 
Lucian, and Thucydides j and has 
edited a Canadian journal. In this 
country he is best known as 
writer on Latin Epigraphy His 

Britanno - Eoman Inscriptions 
and "Christian Epitaphs of the 
first Six Centuries have been 
most favourably received, and have 
gamed for him high reputation as 
a scholar and a critic. 

MoCLELLAN, G-bn. G-eorge 
Bbinton, bom in Philadelphia, 
Dec. 3, 1826. He graduated at the 
Military Academy at West Point, 
in 1846; served with distinction 
during the Mexican war; and from 
1851 to 1855 was engaged mainly in 
engineering work in (Merent parts 
of the United States. In 1855-56 
he was a member of the military 
commission sent to visit the seat of 
war in the Crimea. In 1857 he re- 
signed his commission, and became 
chief engineer of the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad, and in 1860 was made 
President of the St. Louis and Cm- 
cinnati Railroad. At the opening 
of the civil war he was commis- 
sioned as Major-General of Ohio 


Volunteers, April 23, 1861, and 
shortly after (May 14) as Major- 
General in the regular army 
After the defeat at Bull Run he 
was called to Washington, and 
placed in command of the troops in 
that region Gen. Winfield Scott 
resigning in Nov , 1861, McClellan 
was appointed general-in-chief of 
the armies of the United States. 
During the year that he was in 
command he met with a number of 
repulses, although successful at 
Yorktown and Antietam The dis- 
satisfaction with his delays in push- 
ing forward was so great that finally, 
on Nov. 7, 1862, he was superseded 
in command by Gen. Burnside. 
After this McClellan took no fur- 
ther part in the war. In Nov., 
1864, he resigned his commission on 
becoming the Democratic candidate 
for President, but received only 21 
electoral votes, the remaining 212 
being cast for Abraham Lincoln. 
After the election he came to Europe, 
where he remained till 1868, and 
then returning to the United 
States, resumed his practice as an 
engineer. He was in charge of the 
Stevens floating battery, which had. 
been for many years in course of 
construction at Hoboken, opposite 
New York, but which subsequently 
proved to be useless. He was 
Superintendent of Docks and Piers 
'n the city of New York imtil 1872. 
Prom 1877 to 1881 he was Governor 
►f New Jersey. Since 1881 he has 
been president of a projected under- 
ground railway in New York City. 
He has pubhshed a "Manual of 
Bayonet Exercise,^’ mainly a trans- 
lation from the French, but adapted 
or the use of the United States 
.rmy, 1852 , a volume of Govern- 
ment " Reports on the Pacific Rail- 
’oad Survey, 1854; "Reports on 
;he Armies of Europe,” 1861 ; 
Report on the Organization and 
Campaigns of the Army of the 
^otomac,” 1864 ; and several papers 
n military subjects contributed 
1 Harper's Magazine^ the North 
merican Review, and The Century. 
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McCLINTOCK, Y ice - Admibal 
Sib Fbakcis Leopold, D.C.L., 
LL.D., r.E.S., is a younger son of 
the late Mr. Henry McClintock, of 
Dundalk, Ireland, who was uncle 
to the first Lord Rathdonnell He 
was born at Dundalk, in 1819, and 
entered the navy at the age of 
twelve. In 1838 he passed his 
examination, and after having been 
commissioned for some time at 
Portsmouth as mate of the Excellent 
gunnery ship, he sailed to South 
America m Her Majesty's steamship 
Gorgon, Por his distinguished con- 
duct in recovering this vessel when 
stranded, near Monte Video, he was 
promoted to a lieutenancy in 1845. 
During the next two years he was 
with the Pacific squadron in the 
Frolic, Captain Hamilton. Return- 
ing to England about the time 
when great anxiety began to be 
felt for the safety of Sir John 
Franklin, he entered heartily into 
the schemes for his relief, and ac- 
'companied Sir James Clarke Ross 
in the Arctic expedition sent out 
by the Admiralty in 1848. He 
came back again in Hov., 1849, 
after an absence of nineteen months, 
and early in the following year 
joined another expedition, under 
Capt. Austin, as first lieutenant 
of the Resistance, Capt. Ommaney 
It was his fortune, m Aug , 1850, 
to see at Cape Riley the first traces 
of the missing mariners. In April, 
1851, while the ships were fast in 
the ice in Crozier Channel, he com- 
menced a sledge journey of eighty 
days along the north shore of Parry 
Sound, travelling 760 miles, and 
reaching the most westerly pomt 
which had yet been attained from 
the east in the Arctic regions. The 
comparative perfection to which 
sledge travelling has been carried 
is due in great measure to the 
improvements which he effected. 
The squadron returned to England 
in the autumn of the same year, 
and Lieutenant McChntock was at 
once promoted to the rank of Com- 
mander. The following spring saw 


him in command of the Intreipid, 
one of the five vessels sent out to 
the Polar regions under Sir Edward 
Belcher. In accordance with in- 
structions from the Admiralty, he 
sailed in company with Capt. Kel- 
lett towards Melville Island, in 
search of McClure, whom he rescued 
from a three years' imprisonment 
in the ice ; but he was subsequently 
compelled to abandon his own ship, 
with three others of Belcher's fleet, 
the whole expedition reaching home 
in Sept , 1854, some in their single 
remaimng vessel, and the rest with 
Capt. Inglefield. McClintock's ser- 
vices were recognised by his pro- 
motion to the rank of Captain, but 
he did not obtain active employ- 
ment until Lady Franklin offered 
him, in 1857,the command of the Fox, 
a screw steamer of only 177 tons, 
which was refitted and equipped 
with a crew of 24 volunteers The 
little vessel left Aberdeen July 1, 
1857, and eventually McClintock 
discovered on the north-west shore 
of King William Land a record 
announcing the death of Sir John 
Franklin and the abandonment of 
the Frehus and Terror The Fox 
reached the Isle of Wight on her 
return journey Sept. 20, 1859, and 
Capt. McClintock was received 
with great distinction. He received 
the honorary degree of Doctor of 
Laws from the Universities of Dub- 
lin, Oxford, and Cambridge, and 
was created a knight (Feb, 23, 
1860). The Corporation of London 
voted him the freedom of the City, 
the Admiralty granted him the full 
pay of captain in the navy for his 
two years' absence, and Lady 
Franklin presented to him the ves- 
sel in which he made the memor- 
able voyage. In the spring of 
1860 he was appointed by the 
Grovemment to survey the deep sea 
route for a proposed North Atlan- 
tic Telegraph. He was appointed 
Commodore of the Jamaica station 
in 1865, in command of H.M S. 
AhouUr. He was a Naval Aide-de 
Camp to Her Majesty from 1868 to 
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1871, and he was in command of 
the Portsmouth district and dock- 
yard from 1873 to 1877, when he 
was promoted to the rank of Yice- 
Admiral. Prom 1879 to 1882 he 
was Commander-in-Chief on the 
North American station. He is the 
author of ^‘’The Voyage of the Fox 
in the Arctic Seas. A narrative of 
the Discovery of the Pate of Sir 
John Pranklin and his Companions 
Lond., 8vo, 1859 ; 3rd edit., 1869. 

McCLOSKEY, His Eminence 
John, Cardinal Priest of the Holy 
Roman Church, fifth Bishop and 
second Archbishop of New York, 
was born in Brooklyn, N.Y., March 
20, 1810. He received his early 
classical training at New York, 
subsequently entered Mount St 
Mary's College, Emmetsburg, 
Maryland, and after graduation 
pursued his theological studies in 
the seminary connected with that 
college. He was ordamed pnest in 
St. Patrick's Cathedral, New York, 
in Jan , 1834. Soon after this he 
went to Rome, and for two years 
attended the lectures in the Roman 
College. On his return to New 
York, he was appointed assistant 
pastor, and six months later pastor 
of the church of St. Joseph, New 
York, which office he retained for 
six years, except one year (1841), 
during which he was first President 
of St. John's College, near Pord- 
ham, N.Y. In 1844 he was conse- 
crated coadjutor of the Rt. Rev, 
John Hughes, D.D., then Bishop, 
and subsequently Archbishop, of 
New York, and in Sept., 1847, on 
the creation of the new diocese of 
Albany, was installed as its bishop. 
He remained in charge of this 
diocese for seventeen years, ad- 
ministering its affairs with signal 
abihty, establishing new congrega- 
tions, erecting a magnificent cathe- 
dral at Albany, and many other 
new churches in the diocese, as 
well as hospitals, asylums, and 
schools, and introducing numerous 
new religious communities. On the 
death of Archbishop Hughes, Bishop 


McCloskey was transferred to the 
vacant see by a pontifical brief 
bearing date May 6, 1864, and was 
inaugurated on Aug 20 in the 
same year. He was raised to the 
dignity of a Cardinal Priest by 
Pope Pius IX., March 15, 1876. 
The "title" assigned to him was 
Santa Maria sopra Minerva. Pope 
Leo XIII. conferred the Red Hat 
on Cardinal McCloskey in the Con- 
sistory held on March 28, 1878. One 
of the first acts after his installation 
in the arohiepiscopal see of New 
York was the opening of the new 
Provincial Seminary of St. Joseph, 
in a very large and commodious 
building purchased for the purpose 
by his predecessor. This seminary 
has accommodation for 180 students. 
The Cardinal has been very active 
in promoting the interests of the 
Church throughout the see, having 
established protectories for destitute 
children, a foundling asylum, an 
institution for deaf and dumb girls, 
a home for aged women, a Q-erman 
hospital, an asylum for poor old 
men, and another for poor old 
women. Many new churches have 
also been built, and others are 
in process of erection ; and he has 
actively pushed forward and com- 
pleted the work upon the new 
Cathedral of St. Pa&ick, on Eifth 
Avenue, in New York, the finest 
architectural site in the city. He 
has introduced into the diocese 
several religious orders, which had 
previously no houses there. Among 
these are the Capuchins, the Fran- 
ciscans, the Dominicans, the Sisters 
of the Poor of St. Francis, the 
Sisters of the Third Order of St. 
Francis, and the Little Sisters of 
the Poor. 

MacCOLL, The Rev. Malcolm, 
was born March 27, 1838, at GHen- 
finan, a sheep farm, occupied by 
his father, in Inverness-shire, and 
was educated at Edinburgh, at 
Trinity College, G-lenalmond, and at 
the University of Naples. He was 
appointed assistant-curate of St. 
Paul's, Knightsbridge, in 1861; 
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chaplain to the British Ambassador 
at St. Petersburg (1862-63) ; curate 
of St. Paul's^ Knightsbri<^e (1864- 
67). He spent the period between 
1867 and 1869 in Southern Italy , 
and was collated to the rectory of 
St. G-eorge^ in the City of London^ 
in 1871. He is the author of: —

MacCOEMAC, Sie William, 
was born at Belfast, Jan. 17, 1836, 
being the eldest son of Henry Mac- 
Cormac, M.D., and Mary Kewsam. 
He was educated in the Belfast 
Institution, in Dublin, and in Paris ; 
he became Bachelor and Master of 
Arts, also Master in Surgery, and 
Doctor of Science honoris caus6> of 
the Queen"s University, and re- 
ceived its gold medal. He was 
afterwards a member of the Senate, 
and Examiner in Surgery of the 
University He was appointed 
Surgeon, and subsequently Consult- 
ing Surgeon, to the Belfast Eoyal 
Hospital. He saw service at Metz 
and Sedan, during the Franco- 
German war, as surgeon-in-chief of 
the Anglo-American ambulance. 
He is one of the Senior Surgeons, 


and Lecturer on Surgery, at St 
Thomas"s Hospital He is a Fellov 
of the English and Irish Colleges 
of Surgeons, and Examiner in Sur- 
gery in the University of London. 
In 1881 he acted as Honorary 
Secretary-General of the Interna- 
tional Medical Congress, and in 
consideration of his services in this 
capacity the Queen conferred upon 
him the honour of knighthood. 
He is Knight of the Legion of 
Honour, Commander of the Orders 
of the Medjidie, the Dannebrog, 
the Crown of Italy, and the Takovo ; 
also possessor of the Orders of the 
Crown of Prussia, North Star of 
Sweden, St. lago of Portugal, 
Eitter &euz of Bavaria, and Merit 
of Spain. Sir W. MacCormac is 
the author of "Work under the 
Eed Cross,"" and a treatise on 
"Antiseptic Surgery/" besides nu- 
merous surgical papers contributed 
to medical journals and addressed 
to medical societies. 

McCOEMICK, Eobbet, F.E.C.S., 
EN., Deputy-Inspector-General of 
Hospitals and Fleets, only son of 
Eobert McCormick, a naval sur- 
geon (lost in the shipwreck of 
H M.S. Defence, in 1811), was born 
at Eunham, Norfolk, July 22, 1800. 
He was a pupil of Sir Astley Cooper 
at Guy"s and St. Thomas"s Hospi- 
tals. He became a member of the 
Eoyal College of Surgeons, Dec. 6, 

1822, and an honorary Fellow in 
1844 He entered the navy in 

1823, on board H.M.S, Queen Char- 
loite, the flagship of the late Sir 
James Hawkins Whitshed, at Ports- 
mouth. He served three times on 
the West India station, and accom- 
panied Sir Edward Parry in H.M.S. 
Seda in his attempt to reach the 
North Pole. Sir Edward gave him 
the charge of the ornitiiologieal 
collection. In 1836 Mr. McCormick 
joined H.M.S. Terror, commissioned 
for the relief of the ice-bound whale 
ships ; and in April, 1839, H M.S. 
JSJrebus, employed with the Terror 
in the Antarctic Expedition, on a 
voyage for magnetic observation 
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and discovery in the South Polar 
Eegions j and^ after a perilous 
voyage of four years^ with the 
onerous duties of geologist and 
zoologist^ in addition to his medical 
duties as chief medical officer of 
the Expedition, thereby saving the 
country the extra expense of a 
special naturalist, he was, on his 
return, the only officer (eligible for 
promotion) left unpromoted. Prom 
1845 to 1848 he was Surgeon of 
H.M yacht William and Mary at 
Woohvich, considered a life ap- 
pointment when he joined her, and 
had hitherto been so held. He was 
one of the first, in 1847, to call the 
attention of the Admiralty to the 
fate of Sir John Frankhn, and his 
long experience in Polar service 
enabled him to lay before the Board 
promising plans of search, at the 
time, for the missing ships, volun- 
teering himself to carry them out. 
But it was not till after repeated 
applications, and plan after plan 
ignored, that he was at last sent 
out in the NoHh Star in 1852. He 
was given the command of an open 
boat, manned by six volunteers 
from the North Star^ which he 
called the Forlorn JSoye, the season 
bemg too far advanced , but after 
a three weeks’ exploration, amid 
tempestuous weather, he set at 
rest the then mooted question that 
there was no openmg between 
Baring Bay and Jones’s Sound. On 
March 13, 1853, he was benighted 
in a dense fog, and had to bivouac 
in the snowdrift, with a tempera- 
ture 32° Fahr. below zero. Having 
in vain volunteered to explore 
Smith Sound into the Polar Ocean, 
if given the command of the Mary 
yacht of 12 tons, lying useless at 
Beechey Island, his former boat’s 
crew volunteering to accompany 
him, he returned to England in 
H.M.S. Phcenix. On Jan. 6, 1857, 
he laid before the Eoyal Q-eographi- 
cal Society and the Admiralty his 
l^t plan of search, by King Wil- 
liam’s Land, through Bellot’s Strait, 
for records of the lost ships. This | 


plan was subsequently successfully 
carried out by Sir Leopold McClin- 
tock, and the all-important re- 
cord” found, as he had anticipated, 
near Cape Felix. He was awarded 
the Arctic Medal in 1857, and the 
Greenwich Hospital pension in 
1876 He was compulsorily placed 
on the retired list in 1865, deprived 
of the usual step in rank, from his 
not havmg served the time for 
the Inspectorship.” He is author 
of the " Boat Voyage up the Wel- 
hngton Channel,” '' Plans of Search 
m the Arctic Ocean,” and Geology 
of Tasmania, New Zealand, Ant- 
arctic Continent, and Isles of the 
South,” in Appendix to the Ant- 
arctic Expedition ” 

McCOSH, Jambs, D D., LL.B., 
born in Ayrshire, Scotland, in 1811. 
He was educated at the Universities 
of Glasgow and Edinburgh, became 
a minister of the Churdi of Scot- 
land, in Arbroath, in 1835, removed 
to Brechin in 1839, where he joined 
the Free Church of Scotland in 
1843, and was appointed Professor 
of Logic and Metaphysics in Queen’s 
College, Belfast, in 1851. In 1868 
he went to America, and became 
President of the College of New 
Jersey, at Princeton, and has taken 
a prominent place among American 
divines and educators. Besides 
numerous contributions to British 
and American reviews, he has pub- 
lished " The Method of the Divine 
Government, Physical and Moral,” 
and, in conjunction with Dr. Dickie, 
Typical Forms and Special Ends 
in Creation,” 1856 ; “ The Intui- 
tions of the Mind inductively in- 
vestigated,” 1860, "^The Super- 
natural in relation to the Natural,” 
1862, ^^Examination of Mill’s 
Philosophy,” 1866 , " Inaugural 

Address at Princeton,” 1868 ; 
" Logic,” 1869 ; " Christianity and 
Positivism,” 1871, "'The Scottish Phi- 
losophy,” 1874 ; a reply to Tyndall’s 
noted Belfast Address, 1875 ; "" The 
Development Hypothesis,” 1876 j 
""The IJmotions,” 1880 5 and some 
occasional sermons and addresses. 
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MoCEIE, The Eev. Thomas^ 
D.D., LL.D.^ eldest son of the Eev. 
Dr. T. McCrie^ author of the "Life 
of Knox,” was horn at Edinburgh 
about 1798, and educated at Edin- 
burgh University. He first settled 
as minister in Criefi, and was ap- 
pointed to supply his father's place 
in Edinburgh, in 1836. He has 
published a translation of Pascal's 
" Provincial Letters , '' " Sketches 
of Scottish Church History ; '' 
" Life of Sir A. Agnew ; '' and has 
contributed to the Witness^ British 
and Foreign Fvangehcal Review, and 
other religious periodicals. He was 
appointed Professor of Systematic 
Theology in the English Presby- 
terian College at London, in 1856. 

MACDONALD, Gboeoe, poet 
and novelist, was born at Huntly, 
Aberdeenshire, in 1824, and was 
educated at the parish school there, 
and at King's College and Univer- 
sity, Aberdeen. After taking his 
degree he became a student for the 
ministry at the Independent Col- 
lege, Highbury, London, and was 
for a short time an Independent 
minister, but soon retired, became 
a lay member of the Church of 
England, and settled in London to 
pursue a hterary career. His first 
work was Within and Without, a 
Dramatic Poem,” 1856; followed 
by " Poems,” 1867 ; " Phantastes, a 
Paerie Eomance,” 1858; "David 
Elginbrod,” 1862; "Adela Cath- 
cart,” 1864 ; " The Portent, a Story 
of Second Sight,” 1864; "Alec 
Eorbes of Howglen,” 1865; "An- 
nals of a Quiet Neighbourhood,” 
1866 : " Guild Court,” 1867 ; " The 
Disciple and other Poems,” 1868; 
" The Seaboard Parish,” 1868 , 
"Eobert Falconer,” 1868, "Wil- 
frid Cumbermede,” 1871 , " The 
Vicar's Daughter ; ” " Malcolm,” 
1874 ; " St. George and St. Michael,” 
1875; " Thomas W m^eld. Curate,” 
1876 ; The Marquis of Lossie,” 
1877. Besides these Mr. Macdonald 
has wi’itten books for the young . 
" Dealings with the Fairies,” 1867 ; 
"Eanald Bannerman's Boyhood,” 


1869 , " The Princess and the Gob- 
lin,” 1871 ; " At the Back of the 
North Wind,” 1870; and others. 
He IS also the author of " Unspoken 
Sermons,” 1866 ; and a treatise on 
the " Miracles of our Lord,” 1870. 
In 1877 he received a Civil List 
pension of ^6100, in consideration 
of his contributions to literature. 
His later works are " The Gifts of 
the Child Christ, and other poems,” 
2 vols., 1882 ; "Castle Warlock,” 3 
vols., 1882 , and " The Princess and 
Curdle,” a fairy romance, 1882. 

MACDONALD, Sib John Alex- 
ANDBB, K.C.B., D C.L. (Oxon.), 
LL D., a Canadian statesman, born 
11th Jan., 1815, educated at the 
Eoyal Grammar-school, Kingston, 
and admitted to the bar in 1835 ; 
was elected to Parliament for Kmg- 
ston, U.C , as a Conservative, in 
Nov., 1844, and long represented 
that city. He was appointed a 
member of the Executive Council, 
and Eeceiver-General in May, and 
Commissioner of Crown Lands in 
Deo , 1847. The cabinet of which 
he was a member resigned in 
March, 1850, and the reformers, 
under the lead of Messrs. Lafon- 
taine, Baldwin, and Hincks, held 
the reins of power in Canada until 
Sept., 1854 Difficulties connected 
with the lands reserved for a Pro- 
testant clergy, and other questions, 
led to a co^ition in 1854, Mr. 
Macdonald joining the Government 
as Attorney-General, which post he 
held until May, 1862, being a part 
of the time Premier. In Jan., 
1862, the militia department was 
re-organised, and Mr. Macdonald 
appointed Minister of Militia. De- 
feated on their Militia Bill of that 
year, he and his colleagues re- 
signed, and remained in opposition 
until March, 1864, when he again 
acceded to office as Attorney-General 
m the cabinet of Sir E. P. Tache. 
But the Government was unable to 
command a sufficient majority, and 
the proposition to f ederahze British 
America having been reported by 
a committee of the Legislative 
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Assembly, a conference took place 
between the leaders on both sides, 
which resulted in a coahtion, with 
the view of maturing and carrjrmg 
a measure to unite in one govern- 
ment Canada and the maritime 
provinces. On the death of Sir 
E. P Tache, m July, 1865, Mr. 
Macdonald again became Minister 
of Militia, which office, with that 
of Attorney - General of Upper 
Canada, he continued to hold till 
Confederation. This union of the 
provinces of British North America 
he was mainly instrumental in 
bringing about, having been a dele- 
gate to the Conference in Charlotte- 
town in 1864f, and in Quebec, in the 
same year ,* and was Chairman of 
the London Colonial Conference, 
1866-7, when the Act of Union 
known as the “ British North 
America Act,’^ was passed by the 
Imperial Parhament. On the 1st 
July, 1867, when the new Constitu- 
tion came into force, Mr. Macdonald 
was called upon to form the first 
Government for the New Dominion, 
and was sworn of the Privy Coun- 
cil and appointed Minister of Jus- 
tice and Attorney - General of 
Canada, an office he continued to 
fill until he and his Ministry re- 
signed on the Pacific Railway 
charges, Nov., 1873. In 1871 Mr. 
Macdonald was one of H.M. Joint 
EQgh Commissioners and Plenipo- 
tentiaries to act in connection with 
the Commission named by the 
President of the U.S. for the settle- 
ment of the Alabama Claims, re- 
sultmg in the Treaty of Washing- 
ton, May, 1871. In Oct., 1878, on 
the fall of the Mackenzie Reform 
Government, Mr. Macdonald was 
entrusted with the task of forming 
a new Administration, taking him- 
self the position of Minister of the 
Interior and Premier of the Do- 
minion, which he still holds. Tie 
at present sits for Victoria, British 
Colimbia. In 1865, Mr. Macdonald 
received the honorary degree of 
D.C.L. from the University of 
Oxford; and in 1867 was made a 


ET.C.B. In 1872 he was created a 
Knight Grand Cross of the Royal 
Order of Isabel la CatoUca (of 
Spain). Eor nearly forty years Sir 
John Macdonald has been the 
acknowledged leader of the Conser- 
vative Party of Upper Canada. 

MAC DOUG ALL, The Rig-ht 
Rev. Francis Thomas, D.C.L.,bom 
at Sydenham in 1817, was educated 
for the medical profession at Ehng’s 
College, London, where he obtained 
the gold medal in 1837. He became 
a member and a fellow of the Col- 
lege of Surgeons, and Demonstrator 
of Anatomy at King's College ; but, 
abandoning his profession, entered 
at Magdalen Hall, Oxford, where he 
received the honorary degree of M.A. 
in 1845, and afterwards that of 
D C L. He was ordained in 1845, 
and having held several curacies in 
the dioceses of Norwich and London, 
proceeded with Sir J. Brooke as 
chief missionary to Borneo in 1847, 
and was consecrated to the bishopric 
of Labuan, in that island, in 1855. 
In that capacity his knowledge of 
medicine and physical science was 
of the greatest service in facilitat- 
ing the progress of missionary enter- 
prise, and, consequently, of civiliz- 
ation. He returned to England in 
1868, was presented to the vicarage 
of Godmanchester, in the county of 
Huntingdon, and obtained a canonry 
in the cathedral church of Ely, which 
preferments he resigned in 1873, on 
being appointed a Canon of Win- 
chester. He became Archdeacon of 
the Isle of Wight in 1874. Bishop 
Macdougall has published a trans- 
lation of the Book of Common Prayer 
into Malay, Singapore, 1858, and a 
"Catechism of the Christian Reli- 
gion in Malay and English,” 1868. 

McDOUGALL, The Hon. Wil- 
liam, C.B., member of the Canadian 
parliament, bom at Toronto, Jan. 25, 
1822, is of Scotch descent. His 
grandfather having emigrated to 
America before the Revolution, and 
fought on the British side through- 
out the war, on its termination re- 
moved to Canada, where he received 
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a grant o£ land as a United Empire 
loyalist. William, educated at To 
ronto and at Victoria College, is £ 
member of tbe bar. His attention 
has been directed to agriculture and 
politics, and from 1848 till 1858 he 
conducted at Toronto a monthly 
journal on agriculture, which ob 
tained a large circulation m all tht 
provinces j and from 1850 till 1857 
edited the North Amencan, which 
was merged in the Toronto Globe in 
1857. He was first elected to Par- 
liament as a Reformer in 1858 j was 
appointed Commissioner of Crown 
Lands, and member of the Execu- 
tive Council in a Reform Ministry 
in May, 1862 j and resigned office 
with his colleagues m March, 1864, 
owing to difficulties arising out of 
the demand in Upper Canada for 
constitutional changes; in June of 
the same year was offered a seat in 
a coalition ministry (as one of three 
representatives of the Liberal party 
of Upper Canada), formed to carry 
a measure to unite British America 
under one government, and ac- 
cepted office as Provincial Secre- 
tary. During the Fenian troubles 
in the summer of 1866, Mr. McDou- 
gall was charged with the duties of 
Minister of Marme, and with the 
aid of Vice-Admiral Sir James Hoi^e, 
speedily organized a respectable 
navy of seven gunboats. In the 
first Dominion Government of 1867 
he was made Minister of Public 
Works, which position he held until 
1869, when he was commissioned 
Lieut.-Governor of Rupert^s Land 
and the North-West Territories. In 
1868 he was sent to England to con- 
fer with the general Government on 
some questions of a constitutional 
character that had arisen between 
the Provinces. And again, in 1873, 
he was the Special Commissioner of 
the Dominion Governments to con- 
fer with the Imperial authorities 
on the subject of the Fisheries and 
on Emigration. Mr. McDougaU 
sat for South Simcoe in the Ontario 
Legislature from May, 1875, to Sept., 
1878, when he resigned to contest 


I Halton in the Dominion Parlia- 
ment, in which he was successful. 
He was created C.B. (Civil) in 1867. 

MoDOWELL, Gen. Ievin, born 
at Columbus, Ohio, Oct. 15, 1818. 
He studied m a military school in 
France, and graduated from the 
Military Academy at West Point 
111 1838, remaining there until 184-5 
as instructor in tactics and adju- 
tant On the breaking out of the 
civil war he was made a brigadier- 
general, and ajipointcd to the com- 
mand of the Federal troops at 
Washington. He was still in com- 
mand when the Union army was 
defeated at the battle of Bull Run, 
July 21, 1861. Gen. McClellan took 
the command soon after that battle, 
and Gen. McDowell was placed m 
charge of the troops around Wash- 
ington. He was made a Major- 
General of Volunteers, March 14, 
and Commander of the department 
of the Rappahannock, A-pril 14, 1862. 
He took part in the various battles 
fought by Gen. Pope in Aug , 1862, 
but was relieved from his command 
Sept 5. In 1863-64 he was presi- 
dent of the court for investigating 
cotton frauds, and of the board for 
retiring disabled officers. From 
July, 1864, to June, 1865, he was 
in command of the department of 
the Pacific. In Nov., 1872, ho was 
made Major-General of the regular 
army, and successively had com- 
mand of the various military de- 
partments into which the United 
States is divided, until he was 
placed on the retired list in 1882. 
He resides at San Francisco. 

MACFARREN, Sm Gboroe 
Alexanueb, Mus. D., son of the 
ate G MacfaiTen, dramatic author, 
bom in London, March 2, 1813, 
was educated at the Royal Academy 
of Music , he was appointed mem- 
ber of the Board of Professors of 
the Academy, 1860, and of the 
Committee of Management of the 
jame, in 1868. In 1875, upon the 
ieath of Sir W. Sterndale Bennett, 
Mr. Macfarren succeeded him as 
•rincipal cliamman of the Com- 
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mittee^ and one of the directors o 
the Eoyal Academy of Music. 
the solicitation of the majority o 
the residents at Camhridgej he be 
came a candidate for the vacan 
Professorship of Music in tha 
University. An opposition wai 
threatened by Dr. Wylde^ Gresham 
Professor of Music, but the day 
before the election he withdrew 
and Mr. Macfarren was unani 
mously elected on March 16, 1875 
and created a Doctor of Music in 
the foUowmg month He has sinc< 
been created M.A. of Cambridge 
and Mus. D. of Oxford. By a grace 
of the Senate the stipend attached 
to the Professorship was raised to 
^200 per annum, and he annually 
delivers a course of lectures on 
music, in addition to examining 
■candidates for degrees. During 
his occupation of the Chair of 
Music, a Board of Musical Studies 
has been established in the Univer- 
sity, and two other musicians, who 
are changed yearly, have been 
associated with the Professor in 
examinations. He was knighted 
by the Queen at Windsor, May 24, 
1883. Sir G Macfarren has com- 
posed "The Devil^s Opera,'" first 
performed at the Lyceum, in 1838 j 
"Emblematical Tribute," at Druiy 
Lane, on the Queen's marriage, in 
18415 "Don Quixote," at Drury 
Lane, in 1846 , " King Charles 
II," at the Princess’s, in 1849 j 
Sleeper Awakened," at Her Ma- 
jesty’s, in 1850; "Eobin Hood," 
at Her Majesty’s, in 1860 ; "Freya’s 
Gift," at Covent Garden, in 1863, 
on the Prince of Wales’s marriage, 
"Jessy Lea," at the Gallery of Illus- 
tration, in 1863 ; " She Stoops to Con- 
quer,’’ at Covent Garden, in 1864 , 

" Soldier’s Legacy," at the Gallery of 
Illustration, in 1864 ; and " Helvel- 
lyn," at Covent Garden, in 1864; 
the oratorios of " St. Jolm the Bap- 
tist," at Bristol Festival, 1873,

MACGEEGOE, John, was born 
.t Gravesend, Jan 21, 1825, and is 
Idest son of the late General Sir 
Duncan MacGregor, K C B. A few 
weeks after his birth, his father, 
then Major MacGregor, embarked 
sTith his wife and son and regi- 
ment on board the Kmt, the East 
ndiaman, which afterwards took 
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fire in the Bay of Biscay. Of the ' 
557 passengers^ who were rescued, 
on March 1, 1825, by Capt WiUiam 
Cooke, of the Cambria, the subject 
of the present memoir, then but a 
few weeks old, was one. His edu- 
cation commenced in King's School, 
Cantcrbuiy, and was continued, 
owing to the removal of his father's 
legiment, in many other schools. 
Procoeduig to Trinity College, 
Dublin, ho gained three first prizes. 
Ho then entered Trinity College, 
Cambridge, and graduated as B.A. 
and a Wrangler. In 1845, Mr. 
MacGregor began to write and 
sketch for Punch. In 1847, he 
entered at the Inner Temple, and 
graduated as MA. at Cambridge. 
During the Revolution m Pans of 
1848, he visited that metropolis, 
and in 1849-50 made a tour in 
Europe and the Levant, and 
through Egypt and Palestine. In 
1851, he was called to the bar. He 
subsequently visited Russia and 
every other country in Europe, as 
well as Algeria and Tunis, and the 
United States and Canada, and pub- 
lished an account of his observa- 
tions. In 18G5, he made his first 
canoe voyage, and published, in 
1866, his logbook, under the title of 
“ A Thousand Miles in the Rob 
gy Canoe on Rivers and Lakes of 
ope," which in 1871 had passed 
th^^l^h eight editions. A new 
cauQi^^so called the Roh Roy, was 
constr^l^, fourteen feet in length, 
and weiglkig, with , all its appara- 
tus compllb, seventy pounds. In 
this he mifc a voyage through 
Sohleswig-Ho^tein, Denmark, Swe- 
den, Norway, ^d the Baltic, and 
published an aeWnt^^his adven- 
tures in a volume^ntitled, ‘^The 
Rob Roy on the Baltic." After this 
he made a criuse of 1,500 miles 
entirely alone in the yawl Roh Boy 
in the British Channel, and along 
the coast of France. An account 
of this cruise he pubhshed, under 
the title, "The Voyage alone in 
the Yawl Rob Roy " Perhaps the 
most successful of Mr. MacGregor's 


"oyages was liis canoe cruise in 
2gypt, Palestine, and in the waters 
»f Damascus. He published an 
account of it, entitled, "The Rob 
Roy on the Jordan," 1869 , 4th 
‘dition, 1874 Mr MacGregor is 
Captain of the Royal Canoe Club 
In 1870, and again in 1S73, he 
was elected a member of the Lon- 
don School Board, for the divi- 
sion of Greenwich ; and was chair- 
man of the Industrial Schools Com- 
mittee. In 1873, he married a 
daughter of Admiral Sir Crawford 
Caffin, K.C B. He has contributed 
articles on marine propulsion and 
many minor papers to the Trans- 
actions of the British Association , 
and is one of the Honorary Secre- 
taries of the Committee for erecting 
a memorial statue of William Tyn- 
dale, the martyr, on the Thames 
Embankment. 

MACHRAY, The Right Rev. 
Robert, D.D., LL.D., Bishop of 
Rupert's Land, Metropolitan of the 
Church in the Provmce of Rupert's 
Land, bom in 1832, was educated 
at Sidney Sussex College, Cam- 
bridge, where he graduated (B.A , 
1855, M.A., 1858). Ho became 
Dean and Fellow of his college, and 
vicar of Madmgley,noar Cambridge, 
which benefice he resigned in 1865, 
on hiB appointment to the bishopric 
of Rupert's Land 

MACKARNESS, The Right Rev. 
John Fielder, D.D , Bishop of Ox- 
ford, son of John Mackarness, Esq., 
a West Indian merchant, by Catha- 
rine, daughter of George Smith 
Coxhead, Esq , was born Dec. 3, 
1820, and received his education at 
Eton and at Merton College, Ox- 
ford, where he obtained a "Post- 
mastership." He took his B.A. 
degree in 1844, when his name 
appears in the second class in clas- 
sics. Shortly afterwards he was 
elected to a fellowship at Exeter 
College, but this he did not retain 
for any length of time, for in 1845, 
almost immediately after taking 
priest's orders, he was presented by 
the Clive family to the vicarage of 
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Tardebigge^ near Bromsgrove, Wor- 
cestershire. This living he held 
until 1855^ when he was presented 
to the rectory of Honiton, Devon- 
shirCj in the patronage of the Earl 
of Devon. In 1858 he was promoted 
by the late Bishop of Exeter (Dr. 
Philpotts) to an honorary preben- 
dal stall in Exeter Cathedral ; and 
in 1868 he obtained the small vicar- 
age of Monkbon^ near Honiton. He 
was also for some time chaplain to 
Lord Lyttelton In 1865 he was 
elected one of the Proctors in Con- 
vocation for the clergy of the diocese 
of Exeter j but on the re-election of 
that body in 1869 he failed to secure 
his seatj on account of his approval 
of Mr Gladstone’s measure for the 
disestablishment of the Irish 
Church. In Dec., 1869, he was 
appointed, on the recommendation 
of Mr Gladstone, to the Bishopric 
of Oxford, vacant by the translation 
of Dr Wilberforce to the see of 
Winchester 

MACKAY, Charles, LL.D j a 
member of the Highland family of 
which Lord Eeay is chief, was born 
in Perth in 1814, and removed in 
infancy to London. Proceeding to 
Belgium to complete his education, 
he was a witness of the startling 
events of the revolution that broke 
out in 1830, and published, in 1834, 
a small volume of poems, which led 
to his introduction to the late Mr. 
John Black, editor of the Morning 
Chronicle, through whose instru- 
mentality he became connected with 
that paper, and continued to be so 
for about nine years, during which 
time he published another volume, 
entitled ^"The Hope of the World,” 
and other poems He became editor 
of the Qlasgow Argus in Sept. 181-4, 
and rethed from the management 
of that paper at the general elec- 
tion in 1847, in eonseq^uence of a 
schism in the Liberal party. In 
1846 the Glasgow University con- 
ferred on him the title of LL D. 
Dr. Mackay wrote for the Daily 
News a series of poems : "Voices 
from the Crowd,” afterwards pub- 


lished 111 a separate form He has 
also written, “The Salainandrine, 
or Love and Immortality,” iiub- 
lished in 1842 , Legends of the 
Isles, and other poems,” in 1845 ; 
“ Voices from the Mountains,” m 
1846 ; " Town Lyrics,” in 18 1-7 , 

Egeria,” m 1850 j “ The Lump of 
Gold,” in 1855 , Under Green 
Leaves,” in 1857 ; A Man’s Heart,” 
in 1860, and "^Studies from the 
Antique, and Sketches from Na- 
ture,” in 1864 For some years he 
contributed leading articles to the 
Illustrated London News, and he 
established the London Review in 
1860. Dr Mackay resided m New 
York from 1862 till 1865. As a 
prose writer, he is best known by 
ins Memoirs of Extraordinary 
Popular Delusions,” published in 
1841. A collection of his contribu- 
tions to All the Year Round, Rohm 
Goodfellow, and other periodicals, 
was published, with the title of 
"Under the Blue Sky,” in 1871. 
He also published " Lost Beauties 
of the English Language • an Ap- 
peal ‘to Authors, Poets, Clergymen, 
and Pubhc Speakers,” 1874. He 
has been engaged for some time 
past in writing a book on "The 
Gaelic Etymology of the English 
Language.” As this prevented him 
from following literary work more 
immediately remunerative, his 
friends subscribed the sum of ^6770, 
including oSlOO from the "Clan 
Mackay,” and presented this sub- 
stantial testimonial to him at St. 
James’s Hall, Dec 27, 1877. 

MC’KEE, Henry Sheil, D.D., 
LL D., son of the late Mr H. Mc’Kee 
of Tamnadace, co. Derry, born May 
29, 1813, was educated at the Bel- 
fast Academy, and the University 
of Glasgow, where he obtained what 
in England would be termed a 
treble first, but it was by the inti- 
mate familiarity which he acquired 
with the Greek and Latin classics 
that he achieved the greatest dis- 
tinction, He graduated M.A. in 
1839, LL D. and D.D. in 1868. He 
was appointed first Minister of the 
3 B 9 
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Scot's Church/' Killucan, West- 
meath, Sept. 14, 1844, and elected 
Professor of Latin and G-reek in 
Magee College, Derry, July 5, 1865. 
Dr. Mc'Kee hy his linguistic ac- 
quirements, especially in the de- 
partment of Oriental literature, 
has obtained a foremost place 
among the scholars of the present 
day. He is the author of the '‘’As- 
sembly's Shorter Catechism with 
the proofs, translated into Hebrew 
and Syriac." In 1864 the president 
and council of the Eoyal Society of 
Literature, " in consideration of 
various eminent services rendered 
to literature," elected him an 
Honorary Member. 

MACKENZIE, The Hon. Alex- 
ANDEE, M P , ex-Premier of the 
Canadian Dominion, was born at 
Logierait, Perthshire, Scotland, 
Jan 28, 1822. He was educated 
at Perth and at Dunkeld, after 
which he emigrated to Canada, 
and for a time became a con- 
tractor and builder, first at Kings- 
ton, and latterly at Sarnia, Pro- 
vince of Ontario For some years 
he edited the Lambton Shieldj a 
Eeform journal He entered Par- 
liament in 1862 as member for 
Lambton, and represented that 
constituency in the Canadian As- 
sembly until Confederation. In 
1867 he was returned to the Domi- 
nion Parhament, and concurrently 
represented West Middlesex in the 
Ontario Legislature durmg the 
years 1871-72, holding the office 
first of Provincial Secretary, and 
afterwards of Provmcial Treasurer. 
In Oct. of the latter year, he re- 
signed his representation in the 
Local House ; and in 1873, on the 
defeat of the Macdonald Ministry, 
was called upon to form an Admims- 
tration in the Dominion Parliament, 
and accepted the office of Premier 
and Minister of Pubhc Works 
This post he held until the fall of 
his Government in 1878. In 1875 
he visited the mother coimtry, 
where he was presented with the 
freedom of the Scottish towns of 


Irvine, Dundee, and Perth. In 
1881, on the occasion of a second 
visit to his native land, he was 
presented with the freedom of In- 
verness. 

MACLAGAN, The Eight Eev. 
William Daleymple,D.D., Bishop 
of Lichfield, is son of Mr. David 
Maclagan, M D., physician to the 
forces, a distinguished medical 
officer who served in the Peninsular 
war. He was born at Edinburgh 
in 1826, and educated in his native 
city. In early life he served in the 
army in India, and retired with the 
rank of heutenant in 1852. Then 
he went through the ordinary uni- 
versity course at St. Peter’s College, 
Cambridge (B.A , 1856 , M.A , 
1860 j D.D., jure dignitatis, 1878). 
He was ordained deacon m 1856, 
and priest in 1857. He served the 
curacies of St. Saviour, Padding- 
ton, and St. Stephen, Marylebone, 
till 1860, when he was appointed 
Secretary to the London Diocesan 
Church Building Society, his name 
having been brought to the notice 
of Bishop Tait by the late Bishop 
Cotton, who had known him in 
India. In 1865 he was appointed 
Curate-in-Charge of Enfield, and in 
1869 Lord Chancellor Hatherley 
gave him the vicarage of St. Mary, 
N ewington When N ewington was 
transferred to Eochester, the Bishop 
of London, in order to retain Mr. 
Maclagan in his diocese, promoted 
him to the vicarage of St. Mary 
Abbots, Kensington, where he re- 
mained till 1878, when he was 
nominated by the Crown, on the 
recommendation of Lord Beacons- 
field, to the Bishopric of Lichfield, 
which had become vacant by the 
death of Dr Selwyn. He was con- 
secrated in St Paul's Cathedral, 
June 24, 1878. Dr. Maclagan has 
pubhshed "The Unspeakable Gift," 
a sermon, 1858 ; " Will you be Con- 
firmed ? a Word to the Young : By 
a London Curate," 1859 and 1869, 
a tract published by the Society for 
Promoting Christian Knowledge ; 
and " The Threefold Work of the

Threefold Ministry/" a sermon, 
1875. In conjunction with Er. 
Archibald Weir he edited '^The 
Church and the Age • Essays on the 
Principles and present Position of 
the Anghcan Church/" 1870. 

MACLEAN, The Eight Eev. 
John, D.C.L , ED., son of Mr. 
Charles Maclean of Portsoy, Banff- 
shire, Scotland, born in 1828, took 
the degree of M.A. at Aberdeen, 
and that of D.C.L. at Toronto He 
was appointed curate of St. Paul"s, 
London, Canada, in 1853 ; Arch- 
deacon of Manitoba and Professor 
of Divinity in St. John"s College in 
1866, and Bishop of the new dio- 
cese of Saskatchewan in 1873. The 
diocese comprises the most fertile 
portion of the valley of the river 
Saskatchewan, which rises at the 
base of the Eocky Mountains, and 
after flowing across the continent 
discharges its waters into Hudson"s 
Bay, through Lake Winnipeg, on 
the eastern coast. 

MACMAHON, Marie Edme 
Patrick Maurice de. Duo de Ma- 
genta, a Marshal of France, ex-Pre- 
sident of the French Eepublic, 
bom at Sully, July 13, 1808, derives 
his descent from an Irish family 
who risked and lost all for the last 
of the Stuart kings. The Mac- 
Mahons, carrying their national 
traditions, ancestral pride, and his- 
toric name to France, mingled their 
blood by marriage with the old 
nobility of their adopted country. 
This member of the family entered 
the mihtary service of France in 
1825, at the school of St. Cyr ; was 
sent to the Algerian wars in 1830 ; 
while acting as aide-de-camp to 
G-en. Achard, took part in the ex- 
pedition to Antwerp in 1832,* at- 
tained to the rank of captain in 
1833 ; and, after holding the post 
of aide-de-camp to several African 
generals, and taking part in the 
assault of Constantine, was nomi- 
nated Major of Foot Chasseurs in 
1840, Lieut-Col. of the Foreign 
Legion in 1842, Colonel of the 41st 
of the Line in 1845, and General of | 


Brigade in 1848 When, in 1855, 
Gen. Canrobert left the Crimea, 
Gen. MacMahon, then in France, 
was selected by the Emperor to 
succeed him in the command of a 
division ; and when the chiefs of 
allied armies resolved on assaulting 
Sebastopol, Sept. 8, they assigned 
to Gen. Macmahon the perilous 
post of carrying the works of the 
Malakoff . For his brilliant success 
on tins occasion he was made Grand 
Cross of the Legion of Honoui’; 
and in 1856 was nominated a 
Knight Grand Cross of the Bath. 
Gen. MacMahon, who took a con- 
spicuous part in the Italian cam- 
paign of 1859, received the b4ton 
of a Marshal, and was created 
Duke of Magenta, in commemora- 
tion of that victory. He represented 
France at the coronation of Wil- 
liam III. of Prussia, in Nov., 1861, 
was nominated to the command of 
the 3rd cor2ys d^armee Oct. 14, 1862, 
and was nominated Governor- 
General of Algeria by decree Sept. 
1, 1864. In this capacity he in- 
augurated a new system, the ten- 
dency of which was to create an 
Arab kingdom. It proved, how- 
ever, a complete failure. The 
French and other European colo- 
nists became so dissatisfied, that in 
1868 a large number of them left 
for Brazil, while thousands of the 
natives perished from hunger. A 
great outcry was raised in France 
agamst the Marshal, whose policy 
was also severely censured by Mgr. 
de Lavigerie, Bishop of Algiers. 
On the breaking out of the war 
with Prussia, Marshal MacMahon 
was intrusted with the command 
of the First Army Corps, whose 
head-quarters were at Strasbui'g. 
On Aug. 6, 1870, the Crown Prince 
of Prussia attacked the united 
Army Corps of Generals MacMahon, 
Failly, and Canrobert, drawn up in 
a position at Woerth. MaoMahon 
had under lum 50,000 men in all, 
and occupied a strong defensive 
position on the slopes of the Yosges, 
but the BYench line was turned by 
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the Prussians at two points^ and 
their left and centre broken, not- 
withstanding a desperate charge 
of cavalry which was ordered hy 
MacMahon as a last resort Mac- 
Mahon retired on the following day 
to Saverne, next to Toul (13th), 
Bheims (21st), and Eethel (22nd). 
On the 30th his forces were again 
defeated hy the Prussians, being 
driven back from Beaumont beyond 
the Meuse, near Mouzon He was 
chief in command at the battle of 
Sedan (Sept 1), but received a 
severe wound in the thigh at the 
commencement of the engagement, 
whereupon the command devolved 
on General Wimpffen, who signed 
the capitulation. MacMahon was 
made a prisoner of war, and con- 
veyed into Germany. Having re- 
covered from his wound, he' left 
"Wiesbaden for Prance, March 13, 
1871, and was nominated in the 
following month Commander-in- 
Ghief of the Army at "V'ersailles. 
He successfully conducted the siege 
of Pans against the Commune, and 
ably assisted M Thiers m re- 
organizing the Army. In Dec , 
1871, he was requested by the 
Parisian Press Union to become a 
candidate to represent Pans m the 
National Assembly, but he refused 
to accept the nomination. On M. 
Thiers resigning the Presidency of 
the Eepublic, May 24, 1873, he was 
elected to the vacant office by the 
Assembly. Of the 392 members 
who voted 390 voted for Marshal 
MacMahon, who immediately after- 
wards accepted the Headship of 
the Executive, ^ his consent being 
carried back to the Assembly, 
couched in a letter which was a 
model of manly straightforwardness 
and modesty. A heavy responsi- 
bility,^^ he wrote, “ is thrust upon 
my patriotism, but, with the aid of 
God, the devotion of the army, 
which will always be the army of 
the law, and the support of aU 
honest men, we will continue to- 
gether the work of liberating the 
territory, and restoring moral order 


tlnmighout the country , we will 
maintain internal peace and the 
inanciiDles on which society is 
based. That this shall be done 
I pledge my word as an honest 
man and a soldier.’^ He at once 
proceeded to form a Conservative 
administration, his Ministers being 
the Due do Broglie, Foreign Affairs 
and Vice-President of the Council, 
M. Eriioul, Justice , M. Beiilc, 
Interior , M Magne, Finance , 
General do Cissey (who remamed 
par inter mi), War, Viee-A<limral 
Dompierre d'Uornoy, Marine and 
Colonies, M Batbie, Public In- 
struction, Public Worship, and 
Fine Arts , M. Desseilligny, Public 
Works , and M de la Bouillerie, 
Agriculture and Commerce The 
Seiiteniiate was voted Nov 19, 1873, 
when the National Assembly, by 
378 votes against 310, entrusted 
him with the exercise of power for 
seven years. On May 10, 1877, 
Marshal MacMahon addressed to 
M. Jules Simon, the President of 
the Council, a letter reproaching 
the Premier with incapacity This 
comiielled the latter to resign and 
a new ministry was formed. The 
Due de Broglie became President 
of the Council, M de Fourtou, 
Minister of the Inteiior, the Duo 
Decazes remained at the Foreign 
Office, and General Berthaut re- 
tained his post as Minister of War. 
The Chamber of Deputies was imme- 
diately prorogued, and the Senate, 
by a small majority, resolved to 
exercise the power conferred by the 
Constitution, by concurring with 
the President^ the Eepublic in a 
dissolution. A^jirdingly, the Mar- 
shal dissolved the Chamber of De- 
puties by a decree dated June 25, 
1877. The elections for the now 
Chamber wore held throughout 
France on October 14, resulting in 
the return of 335 Eepublicans and 
19S Anti-Ecpublieans, the latter 
classed as 89 Bonapartists, 4d Legi- 
timists, 38 Orleanists, and 30 Mac 
Mahonists.” The Eepublican ma- 
jority refused to vote the supplies, 
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find after a brief interval of liesita- 
tion tbe Marshal came to the con- 
clusion that M. Gambctta^’s famous 
alternative — ou se soumetUe ou se 
dimettre — ^must be acted upon. Ac- 
cordingly he yielded to the Eepub- 
lican majority and a new ministry 
was formed under the presidency of 
M Dufaure, with M Leon Say, as 
Mmister of Finance, and M. Wad- 
dington at the Foreign Office. Thus 
the period of uneasiness — the pro- 
longed crisis — ^that began on May 
16, was peacefully brought to a 
close on Dec 14, 1877 The Sena- 
torial elections at the beginning of 
1879 gave the Eepublican party an 
effective working majority in the 
Upper Chamber M Dufaure’s Ca- 
binet was at once pressed to remove 
the most conspicuous Anti-Eepub- 
licans among the generals and offi- 
cials. Marshal MacMahon refused 
to be a party to these measui’es, and, 
seeing that resistance was idle, re- 
signed on Jan 30, and was suc- 
ceeded by M Grevy. After his 
election as President of the Eepub- 
Hc, Marshal MacMahon was deco- 
rated with the insignia of various 
foreign Orders. 

MACMILLAN, The Ebv. Hugh, 
D.D.,LL.D ,F.E.S,E.,bomat Aber- 
feldy, Perthshire, Sept. 17, 1833, 
was educated at Breadalbane Aca- 
demy and Edinburgh University 
He was appointed Free Church 
Minister of Kirkmichael, Perth- 
shire, in 1859, translated in 1864 to 
Free St Peter's Church, Glasgow , 
and in 1878 to the Free West 
Church, Greenock — his present 
charge. He received the degree of 
LL D. from the University of St. 
Andrews, in Feb., 1871 , was elected 
two months afterwards FeUow of 
the Eoyal Society of Edinburgh, 
and in April, 1879, the degree of 
D D. was conferred upon him by 
the University of Edinburgh. Dr 
Macmillan is the author of "Bible 
Teachings in Nature," 1866, now in 
its 21st edition, translated into 
Danish, Swedish, German, and other 
continental languages , " First 


Forms of Vegetation," in its third 
thousand , " Holidays on High 

Lands," which has run through two 
large editions, "The True Vine," 
also in its fourth edition, " The 
Ministry of Nature," in its fifth edi- 
tion, " The Garden and the City," 
in its second edition, "Sunglmts 
in the Wilderness," "The Sab- 
bath of the Fields," translated into 
Danish and Norwegian , " Our Lord's 
Three Eaisings from the Dead," 
"Two Worlds are Ours ; " and "The 
Marriage in Cana of Galilee;" be- 
sides numerous contributions to 
quarterly reviews and religious and 
scientific periodicals. 

McMUEDO, Ma.tob-Gen. Wil- 
liam, C B , of Scotch extraction, 
born about 1819, entered the army 
as ensign in the 78th Highlanders 
in 1837, and proceeding to India 
was employed on the staff From 
the commencement of the brilliant 
operations in Scinde, conducted by 
the late Sir Charles Napier, the 
great zeal and personal intrepidity 
manifested by Lieut McMui’do — 
most conspicuously at the battle of 
Meeanee, Feb. 17, 1843 — attracted 
the attention of that illustrious 
commander, whose daughter he 
afterwards married. Sir Charles 
appointed him his Assistant Quar- 
termaster-General, and on many 
occasions exxiressed in very em- 
phatic terms the high opinion he 
entertained of his conduct and ser- 
vices He became Major in 1848, 
Lieut.-Col. in 1853, and Col. in 1854. 
At an early period of the campaign 
in the Crimea, when the inadequate 
means of land conveyance for the 
service of the troops had become 
apparent, he was intrusted with the 
formation and command of the Land 
Transport Corps — since designated 
the Military Train — which new 
branch of onr military establish- 
ment he rendered efficient, and for 
this service was made C.B. Not 
long after the Volunteer movement 
of 1859 assumed a permanent cha- 
racter, Col. McMurdo was selected 
as the fittest officer for the import- 
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ant and responsible post of Inspec- 
tor-G-eneral of Volunteer Forces for 
the term of five pars j towards the 
expiration of which, the most aotiY>e 
and mfiuential promoters of the 
movement took immediate steps to 
mark their high appreciation of his 
zealous and valuable services in 
the organization of the force, by 
appointing a committee to raise a 
subscription for the purpose of pre- 
senting him on his retirement with 
a suitable testimonial of their re- 
spect and regard. In Feb., 186»5, 
the honorary colonelcies of the Inns 
of Court Volunteers and of the En- 
gineer and Eailway Volunteer Staff 
Corps were accepted by him. 

MACEOEIE, The Eioht Eev. 
William Kenneth, D.D., Bishop 
of Pieter-Maritzburg, born about 
1831, received his education at 
Brasenose College, Oxford (B.A. 
1832), and was appointed perpetual 
curate of Accrington, Lancashire, 
which preferment he held until Ms 
consecration to the bishopric of 
Maritzburg, or Pieter-Maritzburg, 
Jan. 25, 1869. The ceremony was 
performed at Capetown, the c6nse- 
crating prelate being the metropo- 
litan, Dr Eobert Gray A protest 
signed by 129 persons having been 
presented against Dr. Macrorie^s 
conseci’ation, the metropolitan re- 
plied that it could not be accepted 
as a protest, the signers having no 
right to protest, but that he would 
receive it as the expression of 
views of certain individuals.^^ 

MACWHIETEE, John, A.E.A., 
was born in 1839, at Slateford, 
near Edinburgh, and educated at 
Peebles. He was elected an Asso- 
ciate of the Eoyal Scottish Aca- 
demy in 1863. In the following 
year he came to London, and was 
elected an Associate of the Eoyal 
Academy on Jan 22, 1879. He was 
elected an Honorary Member of the 
Eoyal Scottish Academy in 1882. 
Mr. MacWhirter has painted "Loch

MADAGASCAE, Bishop oe. {See 
Cornish ) 

MADDEN, Ei CHARD Eobert, 
M.E.I.A., born in 1798, is a son of 
the late Mr. Edward Madden, mer- 
chant, of Dublin. He is a Fellow 
of the Eoyal College of Surgeons of 
England, of which he has been a 
member since 1829. Since 1833 he 
has been in the civil service of the 
Government in several important 
offices, especially those connected 
with the suppression of the slave 
trade, in which his services have 
been commended by Clarkson, Bux- 
ton, Sturge, and Stephen. He was 
appointed to the office of Special 
Magistrate in Jamaica in 1833, to, 
that of Superintendent of Liberated 
Africans at the Havana in 1835, and 
in 1836 to that of Acting Commis- 
sioner of Arbitration in the Mixed 
Court of Justice in the Havana, 
where he remained till 1839. He 
was appointed Commissioner of In- 
quiry on the West Coast of Africa 
on the Slave Trade, &c., in 1840, 
and Colonial Secretary of Western 
Australia in 1847. He has filled 
the office of Secretary to the Loan- 
Fund Board, Dublin Castle, since 
1850 He is a Member of the Eoyal 
Irish Academy, and of the Soc. of 
Med. Sciences of Lisbon. He is the 
author of " Travels in Turkey, 
«S:c.,” published in 1829; 
"The Mussulman,” in 1830; "The 
Infirmities of Genius,” in 1833; 
"Travels in the West Indies,” in 
1838 and 1840, "Egypt and Ma- 
hommed All, and Condition of his 
Slaves and Subjects,” 1841; "Con- 
nection of the Kingdom of Ireland 
with the Crown of England,” 1846; 
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‘‘ History of tlie Penal Laws en- 
acted against Roman Catliolics,'^ 
1847, “The Island of Cnbaj its 
Resources, &c./^ 1849 ,• “ Shrines 
and Sepulchres of the Old and New 
World/^ 1851 , “ The Life and Mar- 
tyrdom of Savonarola/' 1854 j “Me- 
moirs of the Countess of Blessing- 
ton/' 1855, “ Phantasmata j or Il- 
lusions and Eanaticisms of an Epi- 
demic Character/' 1857 ; “ The 
Turkish Empire, in its Relations 
with Christianity and Civilization/' 
1860, “ G-alileo and the Inquisi- 
tion/' 1863 , “ The Lives and Times 
of the Dnited Irishmen " — ^his most 
important work, in which ample 
details are given of the causes of 
the rebellion of 1798, recently re- 
published in 4 vols.; “Historical 
Notice of the Operations and Re- 
laxations of the Penal Laws against 
Roman Catholics, and of those which 
are still Dnrepealed," 1865, “The 
History of Irish Periodical Litera- 
ture," first series, 2 vols. 1867. He 
has also contributed extensively 
during the past thirty years to 
periodical literature. 

MADRAS, Bishop op. {See 
Gbll, Dr.) 

MADYIG, John Nicholas, 
philologist and politician, of Jew- 
ish extraction, was born in the 
island of BornJiolm, in Denmark, 
Aug. 7, 1804, and studied at 
Erederioksborg and the University 
of Copenhagen, where he became 
Professor of the Latin language 
and literature in 1829. He has 
compiled “Opuscula Academica," 
published in 1834-42; a “Latm 
Grammar for the Use of Schools," 
pubhshed originally in Danish, and 
afterwards in German (a transla- 
tion of which was issued at Oxford 
by the Rev. George Woods, rector 
of Sully, Glamorganshire, in 1861) , 
“ Syntax der Grieohischen Sprache " 
(Brunswick, 1847), translated by 
the late Rev. T. K. Arnold ; and 
“Bemerkungen uber verschiedene 
Punkte des Systems der Lat. 
Spraohlehre." He has edited 
Cicero's treatise “ De Einibus." 


Elected Deputy to the National 
Diet in 1839, he was, in 1848, one 
of the most advanced Radicals, and 
in Nov. of that year was appointed 
Minister of Worship, retiring in 
Jan., 1852, when he received the 
general direction of Public Instruc- 
tion. Since then he has been 
elected a member of the Danish 
Chamber, where he exercised great 
influence. The first volume of his 
“Adversaria Critica ad Scriptores 
Grsecos et Latinos" appeared in 
1871. He was nominated a Cheva- 
lier of the Order of the Lion of the 
Netherlands in [Eeb., 1876. In 
Aug, 1879, he was compelled by 
increasing weakness of sight to 
resign his chair of the Latin lan- 
guage and literature in the Uni- 
versity of Copenhagen. 

MAGEE, The Riq-ht Rev. Wil- 
liam Connor, D.D., Bishop of 
Peterborough, was born at Cork in 
1821, being son of the Rev. John 
Magee, Curate of the Cathedral 
Parish, Cork. At the age of thir- 
teen he entered Trinity College, 
Dublin, and subsequently obtained 
a scholarship, besides other acade- 
mical distinctions. In due course 
he took holy orders, and after 
holding for some time a curacy in 
a Dublin parish, he was obliged to 
relinquish it and to proceed for the 
benefit of his health to Malaga, 
where he remained two years. On 
his return, in 1848, he accepted the 
curacy of St. Saviour's, Bath, 
which he held about two years. 
In 1850 he was appointed joint 
incumbent, and shortly after sole 
incumbent of the Octagon Chapel, 
Bath When the Liberation So- 
ciety was organised, Bath formed 
a counter-association, called the 
“Bath Church Defence Society," 
in connection with which Dr. Ma- 
gee delivered an able lecture on 
“The Voluntary System, and the 
Established Church." Such was 
the effect of this address that 
similar societies sprang upthi'ough- 
out the country. Subsequently Dr. 
Magee published “ Christ the Light 
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of all Scripture/" an Act Sermon 
proaclied in the chapel of Trinity 
College;, Dublin, June, 1860 , “ The 
Gospel and the Age/" preached 
at the ordination in Whitehall 
Chapel, 18G0 , and The Church’s 
Fear and the Church’s Hope/’ 
preached in Wells Cathedral, 1861* 
At Oxford Dr. Magee on several 
occasions preached one of the Lent 
lectures, and in Aug , 1801, he 
delivered a i^owerfiil addiess to the 
clergy at Radley on The Relation 
of the Atonement to the Divine 
Justice.” At Cambridge, and in 
London too, he very frequently 
took part in preaching and speak- 
ing on behalf of church societies, 
and published several lectures 
delivered at their meetings on 
" Scepticism,” " Baxter and his 
Times,” The Uses of Prophecy.” 
The Bishop of Bath and Wells con- 
ferred on Dr. Magee the honorary 
rank of Prebendary of Wells some 
time before he left Bath. In 1860 
he succeeded Dean Goulburn as 
minister of Quebec Chapel, London, 
and in the following Feb. he was 
appointed to the rectory of Ennis- 
killen by the University of Dublin. 
In 1864 he was appointed Dean of 
Cork, and shortly afterwards Dean 
of the Chapel Royal, Dublin He 
was appointed Donnellan Lecturer 
for 18&-66, a position in Dublin 
analogous to that of Bampton Lec- 
turer at Oxford. Dr. Magee was 
frequently selected as one of the 
special preachers at St ^ Paul’s, 
Westminster Abbey, and the 
Chapel Royal, Whitehall, as well 
as at Windsor, before Her Majesty. 
He was also selected, in 18&, to 
preach before the British Associa- 
tion at Norwich and the Church 
Congress at Dublin. Both these 
sermons were published, under the 
respective titles of “ The Christian 
Theory of the Origin of the Chris- 
tian Life,” and "^The Breakmg 
Net.” Dr. Magee was appointed 
Bishop of Peterborough in 1868, on 
the death of Dr Jeune, being, it 
is said, the only Trinity College 


Dublin man ever appointed to an 
English SCO Bishoj) Magee has 
from time to time tiiken part in the 
debates of the House of Lords, and 
his speech against tlio Bill for 
the disestablishment of the Irish 
Church was a remarkable specimen 
of imi>assioned clorpicmto. Four 
sormous preached by bim at Nor- 
wicli, in “ Defence and Confirma- 
tion of the Faith,” attracted much 
attention, and were translated into 
several continental languages. In 
1871 he delivered and published a 

Charge,” m which he treats of 
the Athanasian Creed with great 
force and ability Ho presided 
over the Church Congress at Lei- 
cester in 1880 

MAGUIRE, The Rev. Robert, 
M.A , son of William Maguire, 
Esq., Inspector of Taxes of the city 
of Dublin, born in that city in 1826, 
was educated at Trinity College, 
Dublin, where he graduated m 
first-class honours in 1816, as a 
moderator and medallist of his 
class. Having been ordained, he 
held the curacy of St. Nicholas, 
Cork, from 1849 till 1852, when he 
became Clerical Secretary of the 
Islington Protestant Institute. He 
was appointed Sunday afternoon 
Lecturer of St Luke’s, Old Street, 
111 1856, Vicar of Clorkenwell in 
1857; and Early Morning Lec- 
turer at St. Swithin’s, London 
Stone, in 1864. After the Fenian 
Explosion at Clerkenwell (Deo. 13, 
1807) Mr. Ma,guire was ajipointed 
Chairman of the Relief Committee, 
which raised upwards of .£10,000 for 
the relief of the sufferers. In June, 
1875, the Queen, on the recommen- 
dation of Mr. Disraeli, presented 
him to the rectory of St. Clave’s, 
Southwark. He has written several 
controversial and other religious 
works, including Perversion and 
Conversion , or. Cause and Effect,” 
1854 , The Seven Churches of 
Asia,” 1857 ; Expository Lectures 
onBunyan’s ^Pilgrim’s Progress,’” 
1859 ; “ Things Present and Things 
to Gome,” 1860, since re-issued (2nd 
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edit.) as Mottoes for the Million , 
01 % Evenings with my Working 
Men/' 1S66 j " Self . its Dangers, 
Doubts, and Duties/' 1862, "‘The 
Mu-acles of Christ, Expository and 
Critical," 1863 ; “ St, Peter Hon- 
Eoman in his Mission, Ministry, 
and Martyrdom," 1871. Mr. Ma- 
guire has also edited, with copious 
annotations, the two volumes of 
“ Cassell's lUusti’ated Bunyan," 
1861-65. 

MAGrENTA, Due de. (See Mac- 
Mahon.) 

MAHAEPT, The Eev. John 
Pentland, was born Feb 26, 1839, 
at Chaponnaire, near Vevay on the 
Lake of G-eneva, in Switzerland, 
and was educated in Germany by 
liis parents, till he entered Trinity 
College, Dublin, in 1856. He was 
elected to a scholarship in 1858, 
and obtained two Senior Moderator- 
shi 2 DS (in Classics and in Philosophy) 
at his degree in 1859 , got his 
Fellowship by comiDetition in 1864< , 
was appointed Precentor of the 
Chapel, with control of the college 
choir, in 1867 , Professor of Ancient 
History, 1871 (which office he now 
holds) , and Donnellan lecturer in 
1873 He obtained the Gold Cross 
of the Order of the Saviour from 
the King of Greece in 1877, and 
was elected an Honorary Fellow of 
Queen's College, Oxford, in 1882. 
Mr Mahaffy has published a trans- 
lation of Kuno Fischer's “Commen- 
tary on Kant," 1866 , “ Twelve 
Lectures on Primitive Civilisation," 
1868 j “ Prolegomena to Ancient 
History," 1871; “Kant's Critical 
Philosophy for English Eeaders," 
1871 , “Greek Social Life from Ho- 
mer to Menander," 1874, 2nd edi- 
tion, 1876, 4th edition, 1879; 
“ Greek Antiquities," 1876 , “Ham- 
bies and Studies in Greece,” 1876, 
2nd edition, 1878 ; “ Greek Educa- 
tion," 1879 , “ A History of Classi- 
cal Greek Literature," 2 vols , 1880 , 
a Report on the Irish Grammar 
Schools (in the Royal Commission 
of 1880-1) ; “ The Decay of Modern 
Preaching,” 1882 ; and is now 


editing the English edition of 
“ Duruy's Roman History," 1883 ; 
besides many papers in iieriodicals 
and reviews He is likewise known 
as a siDortsman He is an experi- 
enced salmon fisher, and has shot 
in the Irish Eight at Wimbledon, 
and played with the Eleven of 
Ireland at cricket. Mr. Mahafiy is 
Examiner and Lecturer in Trinity 
College, Dublin, in Classics, Philo- 
sojihy. Music, and Modem Lan- 
guages. 

MAHMOUD-KEDIM PASHA, a 
Turkish statesman, born about 1806. 
A disciple of Rechid Pasha, he 
commenced his career in the office 
of the Grand Refendary, and rose 
to the post of Mecktoubchi in the 
Hardjie (Foreign Office), thence in 
succession to those of Grand Chan- 
cellor of the Imperial Divan, and 
Musteschar, or Dnder-Secretary of 
State for I'^oreign Affairs. He was 
subsequently promoted to the rank 
of Muchir, and served as Governor- 
General of Syria, and of Smyrna, 
then as Minister of Commerce, and, 
after the death of Rechid Pasha, as 
Governor-General of Tripoli and 
Barbary He also filled for some 
time the post of Minister of Justice, 
and in 1858, during the absence of 
Fuad Pasha at the Conferences of 
Paris for the organization of Wal- 
lachia and Moldavia, he was charged 
with the Ministry, ad %nierim, of 
Foreign Affairs. In 1867, when the 
late A'ali Pasha became again 
Grand Vizier, Mahmoud Pasha 
occupied for a short time the post 
of Musteschar of the Grand Viziorat, 
and then passed to the Ministry of 
Marine, where he introduced several 
important reforms, and which he 
administered with energy and eco- 
nomy Upon the death of A'ali 
Pasha (Sept 6, 1871), the Sultan 
immediately appointed Mahmoud 
Pasha to the vacant post of Grand 
Vizier. He resigned it April 11, 
1876, a few weeks before the depos- 
tion of the Sultan Abdul- Aziz. In 
Oct , 1876, a conspiracy against the 
new Sultan, Abdul-Hamid was dis- 
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covered, and it was stated tliat 
Malimoud Paslia was seriously im- 
plicated in it. 

MAINE, Sib Henry James 
SUMNBB, K.C.S.I., LL.D., F.E.S , 
son of the late James Marne, Esq., 
M D ,'by Eliza, daughter of Andrew 
Eell,^ Esq., of Caversham Grrove, 
Oxfordshire, was horn in 1822, and 
at the usual age entered Pembroke 
College, Cambridge. His under- 
graduate career was one of remark- 
able brilliancy, as will be seen by 
an enumeration of the honours he 
obtained during his University 
course. In 1842 he obtained Sir 
William Browne^s medal for a 
Greek ode, the Camden Medal, and 
the ChanceUor^s Medal for English 
poetry. In the year following he 
was elected Craven Scholar, and 
was awarded Sir William Browne^s 
medal for a Latin ode and epigrams. 
He graduated B.A. in 1844, when 
he attained the distmction of Senior 
Classic, Senior Chancellor's Clas- 
sical Medallist, and likewise ob- 
tained mathematical honours as a 
Senior Optime. It is rather smgu- 
lar that so eminently distingmshed 
a career should not have been 
rewarded with a Fellowship. The 
authorities of Trinity Hall, how- 
ever, offered to Mr. Maine the office 
of Tutor of that college, which he 
accepted, and he became a member 
of Trinity Hall and discharged the 
duties of Tutor for a few years. In 
1847 he was selected as Eegius Pro- 
fessor of the Civil Law on the 
retirement of the Eev. J. W. Gel- 
dart, a half-brother of the late 
Master of Trinity Hall, from that 
ofBLce. The promotion of Mr. Maine 
to a Professorship at the early age 
of 25 was an exceptional advance- 
ment. He, however, only held the 
appointment until 1854, when he 
rehnqiushed it to undertake the 
duties of Eeader on Jurisprudence 
at the Middle Temple. Mr. Maine 
had been called to the Bar in 1850. 
In 1862 Mr. Maine proceeded to 
India on being appointed Law 
Member of the Supreme Govern- 


ment, and during his tenure of this 
office originated a largo number of 
legislative improvements After 
nearly seven years of noble work 
done for Indian progress, he re- 
turned to England in Oct , 1869, 
and was elected to the newly-created 
Corpus Professorship of Jurispru- 
dence in the University of Oxfoid 
in 1870 In Nov., 1871, he was ap- 
pointed a member of the Council of 
the Secretary of State for India, on 
which occasion he was created a 
K.C.S.I. In 1875 he delivered the 
Eede Lecture at Cambridge, the 
sub3ect being The effects of Ob- 
servation of India on Modern Euro- 
pean Thought." This lecture at- 
tracted considerable attention, and 
was published in a pamphlet form. 
After the death of Dr. Geldart, 
Master of Trinity Hall, Cambridge, 
the Fellows of that College were 
unable to agree in the choice of his 
successor. One party was in favour 
of the Eev. H Latham, the Senior 
Fellow, while an equal number de- 
sired to elect Professor Fawcett. 
In these circumstances, and m 
order to prevent the apiiointment 
lapsing to the Duke of Devonshire, 
Chancellor of the University, the 
Fellows consented to a compromise , 
and, by a unanimous vote, elected 
Sir H. Maine to the vacant master- 
ship, Dec. 27, 1877. In May, 1878, 
he signified to the Vice-Chancellor 
of the University of Oxford his 
intention to resign the Corpus Pro- 
fessorship of Jurisprudence at the 
end of the year. Previously to his, 
resignation he delivered (Nov. 
1878), in the hall of Corpus Christi 
.College, Oxford, a series of lectures, 
on Modern Theories of succession 
to property after death, and the 
corrections of them suggested by 
recent researches." His works are 

Eoman Law and Legal Education," 
in ^'Cambridge Essays," 1856; 

Ancient Law . its connection with 
the Early History of Society, and 
its relation to Modem Ideas," 1861 ; 
'' Village Communities in the East 
and West : Six Lectures delivered 
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■at Oxford/^ 1871 ; and Lectures on 
the Early History of Institutions," 
1875 ; and " Dissertations on Early 
Law and Custom , chiefly selected 
from Lectures delivered at Oxford," 
1883. On April 28, 1883, he was 
elected a corresponding member of 
the French Academy of Moral and 
Political Sciences, in the place of 
the late Ealph Waldo Emerson. 

MAJOE, Eichaed Henry, F.S.A., 
and member of many home and 
foreign learned societies, born in 
London in 1818, was placed in 
charge of the maps and charts in 
the Printed Book Department of 
the British Museum in Jan., 1844, 
and in Jan., 1867, the collection was 
raised into a Department, of which 
Mr. Major was appointed*"' Keeper." 
He was the Honorary Secretary, 
from 1849 till 1858, of the Haklu^ 
Society, for which he edited "Se- 
lect Letters of Christopher Colum- 
bus," published in 1847 j "The 
History of Travaile into Yirgima 
Britannia, by W. Strachey, first 
Secretary of the Colony," in 1849 , 
"Notes upon Eussia," which he 
translated from the Latin of Her- 
beristen, in 1851-2 j and wrote 
Introductions to " Mendoza's 
China," edited by Sir George 
Staunton, Bart , and published in 
1853, and to " Tartar Conquerors in 
China," edited by the Earl of Elles- 
mere, and published in 1854. He 
edited " India in the Fifteenth 
Century," published in 1857 ; and 
"Early Voyages to Terra Austra- 
lis," in 1859. As a sequel to this 
latter work, Mr. Major read before 
the Society of Antiquaries, in 1861, 
a letter on a discovery made by him 
of a MS. document, by which the 
honour of the first authenticated 
discovery of Australia was trans- 
ferred from Holland to Portugal, 
proving the date of that discovery 
to have been in 1601. In recogni- 
tion of the importance of these 
researches, Dom Pedro V., King of 
Portugal, conferred on Mr. Major 
the Knighthood of the Tower and 
Sword. In 1865 he communicated 


to the Society of Antiquaries an 
elaborate memoir on a mappemonde 
by Leonardo da Vinci, being the 
earliest known map containing the 
name of America, now in the Eoyal 
Collection at Windsor. In 1868 he 
published his " Life of Princo 
Henry of Portugal, surnamed the 
Navigator, and its Eesults," a work 
pronounced " classical" in Germany, 
Portugal, and England. In testi- 
mony of approbation of this work, 
Dom Luis I., the present King of 
Portugal, raised Mr. Major to the 
rank of officer of the Tower and 
Sword, and sent him, as a special 
compliment, the Collar of tlfe Order 
in gold. PKs Majesty has since 
conferred on him the rank of 
Knight Commander of "the most 
ancient and noble " Order of San- 
tiago; and in acknowledgment of 
the value of the same work, the 
Emperor of Brazil made him a 
Knight Officer of the Order of the 
Eose of Brazil In 1873 Mr Major 
edited for the Hakluyt Society the 
"Voyages of the Venetian Brothers 
N 1 C 0 I 6 and Antonio Zeno to the 
Northern Seas in the Fourteenth 
Century ; comprising the latest 
known accounts of the lost Colony 
of Greenland and of the Northmen 
America before Columbus." 
Having unriddled all the puzzles in 
this book, which had been declared 
by the learned John Pinkerton, in 
his History of Scotland, to be " one 
of the most puzzhng in the whole 
circle of hterature," Mr. Major had 
the honour to receive from His 
Majesty the King of Italy, in recog- 
nition of his successful labours, the 
rank of Knight Commander of the 
Crown of Italy Mr Major is one 
of the Vice-Presidents of the Eoyal 
Geographical Society, having pre- 
viously been for sixteen years one 
of its Honorary Secretaries. 

MALAN, The Eey. Solomon 
C iESAB, D.D., son of the late Eev. 
Caesar Malan, D.D., of Geneva, was 
bom in 1812, and educated at St. 
Edmund Hall, Oxford, where he 
graduated B.A. in 1837, having ob- 
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tained the Boden Sanscrit^ and the 
Pusey and Ellerton Hebrew Scholar- 
ships, together with a second-class 
in classics. In 1838 he went to 
Calcutta as Classical Professor in 
Bishoi^s College, was ordained dea- 
con, and in 1839 became Secretary 
to the Asiatic Society of Bengal. 
Eeturning to England, he was ad- 
mitted into Balliol College, whence 
he took his M.A degree m 1813, 
and after being ordained priest, 
was appointed Vicar of Broad- 
windsor, Dorset, in 1845, and Pre- 
bendary of Sarum in 1871, a dig- 
nity which he resigned in 1876.

West- 
cott and Hort, revised;” “The 
Book of Adam and Eve, translated 
from the Ethiopic,” 1882 Dr 
Malan also contributed from his

MALLET, The Eight Hon. Sib 
Louis, C.B., son of the late John 
Lewis Mallet, Esq., of Hampstead, 
Middlesex, by Frances, daughter 
of John Herman Merivale, Esq., 
of Barton Place, Devon, was born 
in London, March 14, 1823, and 
educated privately. He entered 
the public service as a clerk in the 
Audit Office in 1839. There he 
remained eight years, when he was 
transferred to the Board of Trade 
in 1847. His literary skill, added 
to his official experience, rendered 
him peculiarly adapted to the post 
of private secretary to the President 
of the Board of Ti’ade, and he 
assisted in that capacity, first, 
Mr. Labouchere (afterwards Lord 
Taunton) from 1848 to 1852, and, 
secondly. Lord Stanley of Alderley, 
from 1855 to 1857 In Jan., 1860, 
Mr. Cobden signed the Commercial 
Treaty with F^i'ance, and in April 
of that year the English Govern- 
ment sent a commission to Paris, 
with Mr. Cobden as Chief Commis- 
sioner and Mr. Mallet and Mr. 


Ogilvie as Assistant Commissioners, 
for the purpose of making a tariff. 
Mr. Mallet soon impressed Mr. 
Cobden by “ his strong intelligence 
and efficiency,” and during the six 
months that the Commission re- 
mained in Pans he took his full 
share in the long discussions that 
were held with French officials and 
manufacturers Mr. Cobden’s 
Commercial Treaty might have 
possessed little real importance 
but for the successful drawing up 
of a satisfactory tariff, and with 
the latter achievement the name 
of Sir Louis Mallet will be perma- 
nently associated. In questions 
connected with Commercial Treaties 
Mr MaUet’s authority, particu- 
larly after Mr. Cobden’s death in 
1865, stood high. He consequently 
found incessant employment at the 
Board of Trade, and in 1865 he 
was appointed the English member 
of the Mixed Commission which 
met at Vienna for the purpose of 
examimng into an Austrian tariff. 
His Austrian labours covered a 
period of two years, not terminating 
till the latter part of 1867. In 
1866 he was made a C.B., and in 
Dec., 1868, he received the honour 
of knighthood. In 1872 he retired 
from the Board of Trade, and was 
immediately nominated to the 
Indian Council. He remained 
during two years a member of the 
Secretary of State’s Council; but 
in Feb., 1874, on the death of his 
relative, Mr. Herman Merivale, he 
was offered by the Duke of Argyll 
the post of Permanent Secretary of 
State. In the following year he 
paid a visit to India. In 1883 he 
retired from the post of Permanent 
Dnder-Secretary of State for India, 
and his name was added to the 
roll of the Privy Council. Sir 
Loms Mallet is the author of a 
treatise on “ Eeciprocity,” printed 
for the Cobden Club in 1879. 

MALLOCK, William Hubeell, 
was born in Devonshire in 1849. 
His father is a younger son of the 
late Mr. Eoger Mallock, of Cock 
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ington Court, iu the south of 
Devon, he is in holy orders, and 
had for many years the livings of 
Cockington and Torre Mohun. His 
mother is a daughter of the late 
Yen.H. Hurrell Froude, Archdeacon 
of Totnes, and she is a sister of 
Mr. Anthony Froude, the historian. 
Mr. Mallock was educated by a 
private tutor, the Eev. W B. Phil- 
pot, of Littlehampton, Sussex, and 
afterwards at Balliol College, Ox- 
ford, where in 1871 he gained the 
Hewdigate Prize Poem, the subject 
being The Isthmus of Suez.” He 
took, at Oxford, a second-class in 
the final classical schools. Mr. 
Mallock has never entered any 
profession, though at one time he 
contemplated the diplomatic ser- 
vice. '^The New Republic,” most 
of which he wrote when he was at 
Oxford, was published in 1876, it 
having first appeared in a frag- 
mentary form in Belgravia A year 
later he published " The New Paul 
and Virginia.” In 1879 he pub- 
lished ‘■^Is Life Worth Living?” 
which first appeared in fragments 
in the Contemjgorary Review and the 
Nineteenth Centv/ry In 1880 he 
brought out a small edition of 

Poems,” written, most of them, 
many years previously. The fol- 
lowing year he published " A Ro- 
mance of the Nmeteenth Century , ” 
and in 1882 Social Equality : a 
Study in a Missing Science,” the 
substance of which had already 
appeared in fragments in the Nine- 
teenth Century and the Contemporary 
during the three previous years. 

MALMESBURY (Eabl of). The 
Right Hon. James Howard Har- 
ris, G.C B , eldest son of the late 
earl, and grandson of the celebrated 
diplomatist in the reign of Greorge 
III, bom in London, March 25, 
1807, was educated at Eton and 
Oriel College, Oxford, where he 
graduated B A in 1828. Having 
been elected a member in the Con- 
servative interest for the borough of 
Wilton in June, 1841, he succeeded 
to the peerage on the death of his 


father, the second earl. Sept. 10, in 
that year. His lordship, as Secre- 
tary of State for Foreign Affairs in 
Lord Derby's first adiuinisti’ntion 
in 1852, by being the first to 
recognize the French empire, con- 
tributed to bring about the good 
understanding which, with slight 
interruption, subsequently existed 
between Napoleon III. and the 
Court of St. James's. Lord Malmes- 
bury held the same position in 
Lord Derby's second administration 
in 1858-9, when he laboured zeal- 
ously to avert the war between 
Prance and Italy and Austria. On 
the formation of Lord Derby's 
third administration, in 1806, Lord 
Malmesbury, fooling unequal, on 
account of failing health, to the 
labours imposed upon a Foreign 
Minister, became Lord Keeper of the 
Privy Seal, which office he retained 
till Dec., 1868. He was ro-appointed 
to the latter office in Feb*, 1874, 
and resigned it Aug. 12, 1876. His 
lordship, who edited The Diaries 
and Correspondence” of his gi*and- 
father, published in 1844, and 
** The First Lord Malmesbury • his 
Family and Friends A Series of 
Letters from 1^46 to 1820,” 2 vols. 
8vo, London, 1870, was made a 
Privy Councillor Feb. 28, 1852, 
and G C B Juno 14, 1850, and was 
one of the general Committee of 
Fine Arts in the International 
Exhibition of 1862. 

MAMIANI (Count), Terenzio 
Della Rovere, poet and politician, 
bom at Pesaro, in the State of the 
Church, in 1800, on leaving college 
mixed himself up with the revolu- 
tionary movements which followed 
the accession of Gregory XVI. to 
the Pontifical chair, and became one 
of the Provisional Government con- 
stituted in Bologna after the rising 
in the Romagna. After the revolt 
had been put down by the Austrians, 
he betook himself to Paris, where 
he formed a Propagandist Society, 
of which Mazzini was a member. 
Differences, however, soon arose be- 
tween them, although they did not 
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show themselves openly till after 
the Eoman Ee volution of 1818 
Mamiani endeavoured to stimulate 
the courage of his compatriots 
by imbuing them with his own 
eclectic philosophy — a sort of com- 
promise between science, faith, 
and poetry ' At the commencement 
of 1848 he repaired to Eome, and 
took his place among the most 
active members of the moderate 
Liberal party, and when the consti- 
tution was formed, accepted the 
presidency of the Cabmet. His 
attempt to enforce constitutional 
principles did not satisfy the stern 
agigencies of the revolution, and he 
rhe£?!ig*nedj and repaired to Turin, 
whi^re, in conjunction with Gioberti 
others, he founded the Society 
ibhe Union of Italy, of which he 
^came President. After the mur- 
of Count Eossi he returned to 
®me, and accepted the portfolio 
of 'Foreign Affairs in the Galletti 
MiJiistry, but soon separated from 
hicr colleagues, and suppoi*ted the 
French intervention, after which 
he retired to Genoa, where he lived 
until the Italian war of 1859, when 
he appeared in the Parliament of 
Turin, and, taking an active part 
in politics, was appointed Minister 
of Public Instruction in Jan , 1860, 
Ambassador to Greece in March, 
1861, and went to repi*esent the 
Itahan Government at Berne in 
1865. He has written several phi- 
losophical and political works, m 
addition to some poems very popu- 
lar amongst his countrymen. In 
1870 he became editor of a new 
quarterly review. La Filosofia delle 
Scuole Italiane. In 1880 he pub- 
lished a work called The Eeligion 
of the Future,^* and, in 1882, DeUe 
Questioni Sociah e particolarmente 
dei Proletary e del Capitale.” 

MANBY, Chaeles, C.E., F E S , 
F.G S , eldest son of the late Mr. 
Aaron Manby, of the Horsley Iron 
"Works, Staffordshire, was born in 
1804, and served an apprenticeship 
as a practical engineer under his j 
father. At an early age he wae in- 1 


trusted with the erection 
first marine engines with oscillat- ^ 
mg cylinders, patented by his father, , 
and in 1820 he designed and con- 
structed the Aaron Majiby — the fiist j 
iron steam vessel that over made a . 
sea voyage — serving as chief ongi- j 
neer on board He superintended ^ 
the erection of the gas-works at 
Palis for "" Manby, Wilson, et 
Henry,” became one of the mana- ^ 
gers of the iron works at Charenton, 
near Pans, and went to the Creusot , 
Iron Works, which he remodelled. , 
He then entered the Government . 
service, and was subsequently ap- ^ 
pointed chief engmeer of the tobacco . 
manufactories for the French Go- f 
vernment. At the end of 1829 he ] 
became connected with the Beau- ^ 
fort Iron Works in South Wales, . 
where he remained until 1836, when ^ 
he removed to London, and com- ^ 
menced practice as a civil engineer. 
In 1839 he became Secretary of the \ 
Institute of Civil Engineers, and on r 
resigning that position, in 1856, was , 
presented with a testimonial and a 
purse of two thousand guineas. He 
IS still the honorary secretary of , 
that society, and the representative , 
of the firm of Eobert Stephenson 
and Co., of Newcastle-upon-Tyne. ^ 
He was a member of the Scientific 
International Commission appointed 
by M. de Lesseps to consider the 
projected Isthmus of Suez Canal, ^ 
and was joint Secretary with M. ^ 
Barthelemy St Hilaire, both re- , 
signmg when the scheme became a 
commercial speculation. He has ^ 
been extensively engaged on scion- , 
tific commissions and investigations, 
is a Knight of the Legion of Honour 
of the Order of St. Maurice and St. ; 
Lazams of Italy, of the Danebrog 
of Denmark, Officer of the Eose of ^ 
Brazil, and Knight Commander of ^ 
the Order of Wasa of Sweden and 
Norway He is Lieutenant-Colonel 
of the Engineer and Eailway Y olun- ^ 
teer Staff Corps, which he projected . 
in 1860, and which was emboied in 
1865, and is constantly consulted by ) 
the authorities on questions of trans- j

Mr. Marks, 
whose forte is genre and quaint 
medisevahsm, has heen a constant 
exhibitor at the Eoyal Academy 
since 1853. His principal pictures 
are, "Toothache in the Middle 
Ages,” 1856; "Bogberr/s Charge 
to the Watch,” 1859, "The Fran- 
ciscan Sculptor,” 1861, "Experi-

MAESBEH, Alexander, M.B , 
son of the late William Marsden, 
M.B., was bom Sept 22, 1832, and 
educated at Wimbledon School and 
King’s College, London. He took 
the degree of M.B in 1862. He 
was elected Assistant-Surgeon to 
the Eoyal Free and Cancer Hospi- 
tals, and entered the Army in 1854 
and served at the General Hospital, 
Scutari. Early in 1855 he was ap- 
pointed Surgeon to the Ambulance 
Corps before Sebastopol, and re- 
mained on active service till the end 
of the Crimean war He received the 
Crimean and Turkish war medals. 
On his return home, in 1856, he was 
appointed full Surgeon to the Eoyal 
Free and Cancer Hospitals, and 
subsequently Curator of the Museum 
and general Superintendent of the 
former Institution For 15 years 
Br. Marsden worked at these two 
hospitals, seeing as many as 300 
patients a week at the Eoyal Free, 
and about 70 to 80 at the Cancer 
Buring the last 12 years he has 
devoted himself to the latter Insti- 
tution only. In aU probability no 
man has had anythmg like his im- 
mense experience in the treatment 
of this disease (cancer), not fewer 
than 15,000 cases having come under 
his observation. He is the author 
of "A Hew and Successful mode of 
treating certain forms of Cancer , ” 
"Cancer Quacks and Cancer Curers 
"The Treatment of Cancer by Chian 
Turpentine and all other Methods.” 
He IS editor of the 4th edition of 
the late Br. W. Marsden’s " Trea- 
tise on the Nature and Treatment of 
Cholera.” 

MAESBEH, The Eight Eeve- 
REND Samuel Edward, B.B., 
Bishop of Bathurst, graduated B.A. 
at Trinity College, Cambridge, in 
1855, and M.A. in 1858. Having 
held several cures, he was appointed 
Incumbent of Bengeworth, in Wor- 
cestershire. From 1861 to 1869 
he was a diocesan Inspector of 
Schools. On June 29, 1869, he was 
consecrated Bishop of Bathurst. 
Hew South Wales. 
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MAESH^ Miss Cathekine, is the 
youngest daughter of the late Eev* 
Dr. Marsh, Eector of Beddmgton, 
Surrey, who died in 1864. For 
many years she has taken the 
greatest interest in the improve- 
ment of the working classes, for 
whom she has written narratives of 
a religious character. Her best 
known works are English Hearts 
and English Hands,” Memorials 
of Captain Hedley Vicars,” the 

Life of the Eev. William Marsh, 
D .D a volume of songs and hymns, 
entitled Memory’s Pictures,” and 

Light for the Line ; or, the Story 
of Thomas Ward, a l^ilway Work- 
man.” Miss Marsh resided for some 
time at Beckenham, Kent, to the 
then Eector of which parish her 
sister is married During the late 
visitation of cholera, she founded 
a Convalescent Hospital at Black- 
rock, Brighton, which has since 
been estabhshed as a permanent 
institution j also an Orphanage at 
Beckenham, now removed to Kon- 
ington, Kent 

MAESH, John B , born at Ches- 
ter, April 9, 1835, received his edu- 
cation at a grammar school in his 
native city. He commenced life 
upon a newspaper in the North of 
England, The JDarhngton and Stock- 
ton Times, and afterwards was 
engaged in succession upon the 
Chester Courani, the Manchester 
Emminer, the Birmingham Post, 
the London Daily Telegraph, and 
the Standard. He has published 

Sayings from Shakspere,” 1863 , 
"Wise Sayings by the Great and 
Good,” 1864 5 " The Eeference 

Shakspere,” 1864, 3rd edit. 1875 j 
" Eobin Hood,” 1866 ; " The Story 
of Harecourt,” 1871 ; " For Liberty’s 
Sake,” 1873 ; " Yemce and the 
Venetians,” 1873; "Dick Whit- 
tington,” 1874. 

MAESH, Othnieii Charles, 
bom at Lockport, New York, Oct. 
29, 1831. He graduated from Tale 
College in 1860, and from the Tale 
Scientific School in 1862, and ftom 
1862 to 1865 studied in the univer- 


sities of Berlin, Heidelberg, and 
Breslau. Eeturning to America 
in 1866, he was chosen Professor 
of Palaeontology in Yale College, a 
position he still retains. Pie 
devoted himself to the special in- 
vestigation of the extinct vertebrate 
animals of the Eocky Mountain 
region, and nearly every year smce 
1868 has orgamsed and led a 
scientific expedition to those re- 
gions. In these colorations more 
than 300 new species of vertebrates 
I have been discovered, many of 
which represent wholly new orders, 
and others not before discovered in 
America. Of these more than 200 
have already been described by 
Professor Marsh in papers most of 
winch have appeared in the Ameri- 
can Journal of Science. In 1874 
and subsequently, he was engaged 
in preparing a report, to be pub- 
lished by Government, giving full 
illustrated descriptions _ of his 
Western discoveries. He is a pro- 
minent member of the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science and of the National Aca- 
demy of Sciences, and is a Fellow 
of the Zoological Society 
MAESHAJjL, Francis Albert, 
youngest son of the late W. Mar- 
shall, Esq., M.P. for East Cumber- 
land, was born Nov. 18, 1840, in 
Grosvenor Street, London, and 
received his education at Harrow 
and Oxford, but did not take a 
degree at the University. He was 
appointed a clerk in the Audit 
Office, Somerset House, by compe- 
tition, in 1862, and resigned in 
1868. Mr. Marshall wrote regu- 
larly for several newspapers and 
magazines from 1862 to 1870 ; and 
published an unfinished novel, " £> 
s. d.,” in the Britannia magazme. 
He is best known, however, as a 
dramatist. The following pieces 
by him have been represented on 
the stage: — "Mad as a Hatter,” 
a farce (produced at the New 
Eoyalty Theatre, Dec. 7, 1863) ; 
"Corrupt Practices,” a drama in 
two acts, which proved a failure 
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(Lyceum Theatre, 1870) ; “ Q. E. 

a comedietta (Eeh. 12, 1871, 
at the opemng- of the new Court 
Theatre) , False Shame (G-lohe, 
Nov., 1872), an original comedy in 
three acts, which achieved a re- 
markable success, and has been 
received in America and in various 
towns of the United Kingdom with 
great favour. Since this he has 
produced Brighton,” a comedy 
in four acts founded on Howard^s 
Saratoga ” (played 300 nights in 
London) j and, in con-junction with 
W. H. Wills, '^Cora,” founded on 
Adolphe Belot^a "Article 47 
" Biorn,” a romantic opera ; and 
" Lola,-*^ a comic opera in two acts, 
the music by Signor Antonio 
Orsini of Naples. In 1876 he pub- 
lished "A Study of BCamlet,” the 
first of a projected series of Shak- 
sperian studies. His comedy, 
"Family Honour,” was brought 
out at the Aquarium Theatre, 
May 18, 1878. Mr. Marshall has 
since completed for Mr. Henry 
Irving a drama in four acts founded 
on the story of " Robert Emmet,^^ 
the production of which has been 
deferred on account of the state of 
Irish politics. 

MARSHALL, William Calder, 
B.A., sculptor, bom in 1813, at 
Edinburgh, where he was educated, 
and for some years practised his 
art, studied in London under 
Ch^trey and Bailey, and in 1836 
visited Rome. He fhst exhibited 
at the Royal Academy in 1835, took 
up his residence in London per- 
manently in 1839, was elected an 
Associate of the Scottish Academy 
in 1842, of the Royal Academy in 
1844, and R.A. in 1852. Mr. Mar- 
shall, who is one of the few who 
have resisted the attractions of the 
more lucrative branch of his art — 
portrait-busts — devoted his skill as 
a modeller of the figure to poetic 
sculpture. From the Art Union 
he has received many commissions 
for ideal works. " The Broken 
Pitcher,” in 1842 ; "Rebecca,” 
and other models in plaster, were 


selected by Art Union prize-holders, 
and a reduction of the "First 
Whisper of Love,” in 1845, was 
chosen by the holder of the .£300 
prize The " Dancing Girl Re- 
posmg” obtained the Art Union 
premium of .£500, reduced copies in 
parian being distributed among the 
subscribers ; and his " Sabrina,” 
executed in 1847, is well known 
from the porcelain statuette issued 
by Copeland. Mr. Marshall was one 
of the three sculptors employed for 
the new Houses of Parliament, for 
which he executed the statues of 
Lord Clarendon and Lord Somers 
and has been selected for important 
statues erected by public subscrip- 
tion, — that in bronze of Sir R. Peel 
at Manchester, and those of Jenner 
and Campbell. Jenner^s statue, to 
which there were many foreign 
subscribers, erected in Trafalgar 
Square, was afterwards removed to 
Kensington Gardens. In 1857 Mr. 
Marshal obtained the first prize of 
-8700 for a design for a national 
monument to the late Duke of 
Wellington, and he is executing in 
marble part of a series of bassi- 
rilievi for the chapel in St. Paulas 
Cathedral, in which that monument 
has been placed. Among other 
public works on which he has been 
engaged is a bronze statue of 
Crompton, the inventor of the mule 
spinning machine,erected in Bolton,* 
a statue in marble of Sir George 
Grey, late Governor of the Cape of 
Good Hope, placed in Cape Town , 
and a statue of James, seventh 
Earl of Derby, for the spot on 
which that nobleman was executed 
at Bolton. Mr. Marshall was a 
member of the Royal Commission 
appointed to represent British and 
colonial exhibitors at the Inter- 
national Exhibition held at Paris 
in 1878, and, in recognition of 
his services, he was nominated a 
Chevalier of the Legion of Honour. 

MARSTON, Westland, LL.D., 
poet and dramatist, was born at 
Boston, Lincolnshire, Jan. 30, 1820. 
Having been articled to his uncle. 
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a solicitor in London^ on the com- 
pletion of Ms legal education lie 
relinquished law for literature. 
His best kuown five-act dramas 
are, "The PatriciaMs Daughter,” 
a tragedy, published in 1841 j “ The 
Heart and the World,” a play, in 
1847 ; " Strathmore,” a tragedy, in 
1849 1 and " Ann Blake,” a play, in 
1852. He has written "Philip of 
Prance,” a tragedy ; " A Lifers Han- 
som,” a play j " Borough Polities,” a 
comic drama in two acts j " A Hard 
Struggle,” a drama in one act; and 
assisted m the composition of 
" Trevanion, or the False Position,” 
a play in three acts. Of late years 
Ms more conspicuous works are, 
" Pure Gold,” a play in four acts , 
" The Wife^s Portrait,” a drama in 
two acts; and "Donna Diana,” a 
comedy in three acts, partly from 
German sources j '^The Favourite 
of Fortune,” a comedy, played at 
the Haymarket Theatre in 1866; 
"A Hero of Romance,” from the 
French, with some original scenes, 
at the same theatre, in 1867 j and a 
blank verse play, produced at the 
Lyceum in 1868, entitled " Life for 
Life.” Mr. Marston, who was one 
of the editors of the National Maga- 
zine, has contributed to the Athe- 
ncBum some stirring lyrics, of wMch 
the best known is Ms " Death Ride 
at Balaclava.” He published 
"Gerald, a Dramatic Poem, and 
other Poems,” in 1842; "A Lady 
in her own Right,” a novel, in 
I860; and a collection of Ms con- 
tributions in fiction to periodical 
literature, under the ititle of 
" Family Credit, and other Tales,” 
in 1861. 

MARTIN, Bon Lotus Henri, a 
French Mstorian, and member of 
the Academy, was bom Feb. 20, 
1810, at Saint Quentin (Aisne), 
where his father was Judge of the 
Civil Tribimal. He followed as a 
day-scholar the course of study in 
the college of Ms native place, and 
it was resolved that he should be 
a notary ; but in 1880 he adopted 
literature as a profession. His first i 


compositions were novels. After 
"Wolfthurm” (1830), written in 
conjunction with Ms friend and 
fellow-townsman, Felix Davin, 
under the pseudonyms of " Felix ” 
and " Irner,” he published a series 
of historical romances, illustrative 
of the epoch of the Fronde, viz. — 
"La VieiUe Fronde,” 1832 ; "Minuit 
et Midi,^^ 1832; reprinted in the 
"Biblioth^que des Chemins de Fer ” 
under the title of "Tancrede de 
Rohan,” 1855 ; and " Le Libelhste, 
1651-1652,” 2 vols., 1833. His 
friendsMp with M. Paul Lacroix 
led him to deal with Mstory in a 
more direct manner. They planned 
a " History of France, by the Prin- 
cipal Historians,” the publication 
of wMch was commenced by M. 
Marne, of Tours, in 1833. It was 
intended that tMs work should con- 
sist of a collection of extracts from 
the principal Mstories and chron- 
icles, connected with one another 
by explanatory passages, wMch 
were entrusted to difierent writers, 
who, one after the other, M. Paul 
Lacroix being the first, abandoned 
the undertaking. After having 
continued it single-handed, M. 
Henri Martin attempted to substi- 
tute for it a personal work. With 
the assistance, more or less direct, 
of M. Lacroix, and of Ms valuable 
library, M. Henri Martin brought 
out the first edition of Ms "BEistory 
of France” (Paris, 15 vols., 8vo, 
1833-36). The first volume origin- 
ally appeared in 18mo form, and 
the author's name did not figure on 
the title page till the tenth volume 
c^e out. The two friends pub- 
lished conjointly soon afterwards a 
" History of the Town of Soissons,” 

2 vols., 1837, the greater portion of 
wMch was written by M. Martin. 
An enlarged and improved edition 
of the " History of France,” wMch, 
indeed, was entirely recast, ap- 
peared in 19 octavo volumes, pub- 
lished at unequal intervals between 
1837 and 1854. TMs is the third 
edition, as a second issue of the 
first had been printed without the 
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author^s revision. Tiie 10th and 
11th volumes^ Wars of Religion/' 
obtained the first G-obert Prize from 
the Academie des Inscriptions in 
1844. In 1851 the French Academy, 
which for so many years gave its 
first Gobert Prize to the illnstrions 
Augustin Thierry, awarded the 
second one to the 14thj 15th, and 
16th volumes of M. Martin's work, 
comprising the Reign of Louis 
XTV." Mter M. Thierry's death, 
m 1856, the first prize was given to 
these volumes. At that period M. 
Martin had been collecting the 
materials for a fourth edition of 
his great work, still further im- 
proved, which appeared in 16 octavo 
volumes between 1865 and 1860 
More recently he prepared a popu- 
lar illustrated edition (1867 et seq.). 
In July, 1869, the Institute awarded 
to this great work the biennial 
prize of 20,000 francs. In 1848 M 
Carnot, provisional Minister of 
Public Insbruction, appointed M. 
Martin to deliver at the Sorbonne 
a course of lectures on modem his- 
* tory. The Professor took for his 
subject Politique Ext^rieure 
de la Revolution." The lectures 
were interrupted by the course of 
events, and did not extend beyond 
the first six months. After the fall 
of the Empire, he was appointed 
Maire of the 16th arrondissement 
of Paris. In Feb., 1871, he was 
chosen Deputy for the Seine and 
for the Aisne, and he elected to sit 
for the latter department He 
voted with the Left. When the 
Insurrection of March 18 broke out, 
he vainly endeavoured to oppose it 
by concentrating the resistaace to 
it at the maire of the 2nd arron- 
dissement in the Rue de la Banque. 
On returning to Paris after the 
suppression of the Commune he 
finally resigned his office of Maire. 
On July 29, 1871, he was elected a 
member of the Acad4mie des In- 
scriptions et Belles Lettres, in suc- 
cession to M. Pierre C14ment. He 
also became a member and Vice- 
President of the Conseil G4n4ral of 


the Aisne , and he was also elected 
a Senator for that department, his 
term of office expiring in 1885 On 
June 13, 1878, he was elected a 
member of the French Academy in 
the room of M Thiers M Tame 
was also a candidate for the seat, 
but M. Martin defeated him by 18 
votes to 15. His reception at the 
French Academy took place Nov. 
13, 1879. It had been very long 
delayed, owing to M. Emile Olh- 
vier's refusal to modify his inten- 
tion of censuring M Thiers for not 
coming to the aid of the Empire in 
its last houi’s in 1870. M. Martin 
would not alter his eulogy of M. 
Thiers, to whose seat he succeeded j 
M. Emile Ollivier, whose turn it 
was to welcome the new Academi- 
cian, would make no change in his 
speech ; and so it was necessary to 
compromise matters by appointing 
M. Xavier Marmier to take M. 
Ollivier's place. M. Martin has 
written several minor historical 
works in addition to those men- 
tioned above, and he has been a 
constant contributor to Liberal and 
freethinking newspapers and peri- 
odicals. 

MARTIN, SmTHEODonE,K.C.B , 
son of the late James Martin, Esq., 
solicitor, of Edinburgh, was born 
there in 1816, and received his edu- 
cation at the High School, and at 
the Hmversity of his native city. 
After practising as a solicitor in 
Edinburgh for several years, he 
came, in 1846, to London, where he 
established himself as a parliamen- 
tary agent. In a few years he was 
recognized as one of the leaders in 
the body of able men in whoso 
hands is the conduct of the business 
of promoting private bills in Parlia- 
ment. That position he still re- 
tains. He first became known as 
an author by his contributions to 
Eraser's Magazine and Taifs Maga- 
zine, under the signature of " Bon 
Gaultier," and in conjunction with 
the late Professor Aytoun he com- 
posed the "Book of Ballads," which 
bears that pseudonym, and a volume 
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of translations of the “ Poems and 
Ballads of G-oethe/^ 1858. He pre- 
pared a translation of the Danish 
poet Henrik Hertzes fine lyrical 
drama^ "King Renews Daughter/^ 
which was produced on the stage 
with great effect, the principal 
character, lolanthe,” being played 
hy Miss Helen Faucit, who in 1851 
became Mr. Martin's wife Mr. 
Martm's translations of (Ehlen- 
schlager's dramas, Corregio," and 
" Aladdin or the Wonderfrd Lamp," 
published in 1854 and 1857, have 
made these masterpieces of the 
Danish poet's genius famihar to a 
large circle of English readers. His 
metrical translation of the "Odes 
of Horace " appeared m 1860, and 
was immediately republished in the 
United States. It was followed, 
ten years later, by a critical essay 
on Horace's Life and Writings, in 
the " Ancient Classics for English 
Readers " His poetical translation 
of Catullus (1861, 2nd edit , 1875,) 
was followed by a privately printed 
volume of "Poems, Original and 
Translated," 1863, a translation of 
the " Vita Huova " of Dante, and a 
translation of the first part of 
Goethe's " Faust," which, from the 
frequency of the editions, seems to 
be accepted as the best English 
metrical version of that famous 
work. In 1867 he published a 
memoir of Professor Aytoun. It 
was while he was engaged on this 
biography that he was requested by 
the Queen to write the "Life of 
BCls Royal Highness the Prince 
Consort," the first volume of which 
appeared in 1874. Hjs metrical 
version of Heine's "Poems and 
Ballads" appeared in 1878. The 
fifth and concluding volume of the 
" Life of the Prince Consort," was 
published on March 15, 1880, and 
five days afterwards the author 
received from the hands of the 
Queen the honour of knighthood, 
and was invested with the insignia 
of a Knight Commander of the 
Bath. On Nov 25, 1880, he was 
elected Rector of the University of 
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St. Andrews by 113 votes against 
68 given for Mr. E. A. Freeman, 
the historian. 

MARTINEAIJ, Jambs, LL.D., 
younger brother of the late Miss 
Martmeau, was bom at Norwich, 
April 21, 1805, and educated at the 
Norwich Grammar School, Dr Lant 
Carpenter's School at Bristol, and 
Manchester New College, York. 
He was appointed second minister 
of Eustace Street Presbyterian 
Meeting House, Dublin, in 1828 ; 
second minister of Paradise Street 
Chapel, Liverpool, in 1832 ; Pro- 
fessor of Mental and Moral Philo- 
sophy in Manchester New College, 
in 1841 ; removed to London, 1857 ; 
was minister of Little Portland 
Street Chapel, 1859-72; and was 
appomted Principal of Manchester 
New College, London, m 1868. Dr. 
Martineau is the author of "TJhe 
Rationale of Religious Inquiry," 
published about 1837 ; Lectures 
in the Liverpool Controversy," 1839 ; 

Hymns for the Christian Church 
and Home,” 1840; "Endeavours 
after the Christian Life," vol. i., 
1843; vol. ii., 1847; "Miscellanies," 
1852, "Studies of Christianity," 
1868; Essays Philosophical andTheo- 
logical,” 2 vols., 1869; Hymns of 
Praise and Prayer," 1874; and 
"Religion as affected by Modern 
Materialism," an address delivered 
in Manchester New College, London, 
1874. He has been a constant con- 
tributor to the National Review^ of 
which he was one of the founders. 
The honorary degree of D.D. was 
conferred upon him by the Univer- 
sity of Leyden in Feb , 1875. 

MARTINEZ CAMPOS, Abseitio, 
a Spamsh general and statesman, 
born in 1834, being the son of a 
brigadier-general, left the Staff 
School at Madrid with the rank of 
lieutenant, went tlirough the cam- 
paign in Morocco, in 1859, as a 
member of the staff of the com- 
mander-in-chief, O’Donnell, and 
was there promoted to the rank of 
major. In 1864 he joined the army 
of Cuba as colonel, and he remained 
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six years in that island. On his 
return to Spain, in 1870, he ^as 
sent, with the title o£ brigadier- 
general, to join the Army of the 
Horth, which was engaged in re- 
pelling the Carlist rebeUion. After 
the abdication of Bang Amadeo he 
declined to give in his adhesion to 
the new order of things, and made 
no secret of his antipathy to the 
Hepublic. He was put on the 
retired list in 1873, and shortly 
afterwards was confined m a fortress 
as a conspirator. From his prison 
he addressed to Q-eneral Zabala, 
Minister of War, the well-known 
letter in which he requested per- 
mission to go and fight, as a private, 
under the orders of G-eneral Concha, 
the CarHst forces in Navarre and 
the Basque provinces. This letter 
obtained for him his liberty, and he 
was sent to the Army of the North 
in April, 1874, to command a divi- 
sion of the 3rd Corps. He took 
part in the engagements of Las 
Muneoas and Q-aldames, which led 
to the siege of Bilbao being raised, 
and he was the first to enter the 
liberated city on May 1, 1874. 
When Q-eneral Concha reorganized 
the Liberal army, Martinez Campos 
was appointed general in command 
of the 3rd Corps. He fought, at 
the head of his troops, on the 25th, 
the 26th, and particularly on the 
27th of June, the day on which the 
Commander - in - Chief, General 
Concha, was killed in the attack on 
Monte Mom, near Estella. General 
Martinez Campos, besieged at Zur- 
on the same day, by the 
main body of the Carlists, opened 
a passage through the enemy^s 
ranks, at the head of a column 
which numbered barely 1,800 men, 
and went to rejoin, at MuriUo, tl^e 
head-quarters, where he was able 
to organize the retreat of the army 
on Tafalla. Returning to Madrid, 
he contmued to conspire almost 
overtly in favour of Bon Alfonso, 
whilst Marshal Serrano, chief of the 
executive power, was operating 
against the Carlists. In conjunc- 


tion with General Jovellar he made 
the military ^ronunciamimto of 
Sagonto, which gave the throne of 
Spain to Alfonso XII The new 
Government sent him into Cata- 
lonia, as Captain-General and Com- 
mander-in-Chief of that military 
district. In less than a month he 
pacified the country, put down the 
Carlist bands, and took the com- 
mand of the Army of the North. 
He brought the civil war to a close 
by the defeat of Bon Carlos at 
Pena de Plata, in March, 1876. The 
high dignity of Captain-General of 
the Army, which is equivalent to 
that of a Marshal of France, was 
the recompense for his signal ser- 
vices. A year afterwards he was 
appointed Commander-m-Chief of 
the army in Cuba, which the rebels 
had held in check for seven years 
Under his leadership the Spaniards 
were uniformly victorious, but 
neither these triumphs nor the 
strategical talents of the Oom- 
mander-in-Chief would have suc- 
ceeded in bringing about the com- 
plete pacification of the island if 
the recognition of the political 
rights of the Cubans and new 
Liberal concessions had not satis- 
fied the demands of the insurgents. 
On his return to Spain, General 
Martinez Campos accepted the 
portfolio of war and the Presi- 
dency of the Council (March 7, 
1879), and endeavoured to procure 
the fulfilment of the promises made 
to the Cubans ; but not obtaining 
the support of the Cortes, he re- 
signed, and was succeeded by Sefior 
Cdnovas del CastiUo (Bee. 9, 1879). 
Early in 1881 the Conservative 
Government of Seiior C^novas del 
Castillo was overthrown, and a 
coalition between Seiior Sagasta and 
General Martinez Campos came 
into power, and retamed it till Oct., 
1883, when it resigned in conse- 
quence of being unable to obtain 
from the French Government a 
satisfactory aj^logy for the insult 
offered to King Alfonso by the 
Paris mob on his visit to Paris. 
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MASEELLj William, M.A., 
only son of the late William Mas- 
hell, Esq, of Bath, horn in 1814, 
and educated at XJniversity Col- 
lege, Oxford, -where he graduated 
B A. in 1836, and M.A. in 1838, 
took orders in 1837, and was insti- 
tuted to the rectory of Corscomhe, 
Dorset (of which he was patron), in 
1842, resigning it in 1846. He was 
appomted chaplain to the Bishop of 
Exeter, and instituted to the vicar- 
age of St Marychurch, Devon (in 
the patronage of the Dean and 
Chapter of Exeter), in 1847. The 
Oorham Case,^' in which Mr. 
Maskell had taken an active and 
prominent part, as chaplain of the 
Bishop of Exeter, was decided hy 
the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council early in 1850, and in June 
Mr. Maskell resigned his prefer- 
ments, and was received into the 
Eoman Catholic Church. This 
step, however, was not taken until 
after a long and interesting corre- 
spondence with the Archbishop of 
Canterbury. Mr. Maskell has 
-written “The Ancient Liturgy of 
the Church of England,"" 1844 j 
“ The History of the Martin Mar- 
prelate Controversy,"" 18455 “Monu- 
menta Ei-bualia Ecclesise Angli- 
canss,"" 1846-7 ; “ A Dissertation on 
Holy Baptism,’" and An Inquiry 
into the Doctiiae of the Church of 
England upon Absolution,"" 1848 5 
the First"" and “Second Letters 
on the Position of the Hagh-Church 
Party in the Church of England,"" 
1850 ; and “ A Letter to Dr Pusey 
on his Practice of Beceiving Con- 
fessions."" His fine collection of 
English Eituals and Ser-d,ee Books 
was, in 1847, disposed of to the 
trustees of the British Museum, 
who purchased his collection of 
ancient and mediseval carvings in 
ivory, in 1858. ffis most recent 
publications are, “ A Letter to the 
Editor of -fche Dublin Review upon 
the Temporal Power of the Pope^ 
and his Personal Infallibility,"" 
1869 5 “ What is the meaning of 
the late decree on the. Infallibility 


of the Pope P "" 1871 , “ Odds and 
Ends,"" 1872, being a description of 
the small seaport called Bude 
Haven, Cornwall, along with six 
short stories,* “A Dissertation on 
Ancient and Mediseval Ivories,"" 
1872, for the Committee of Council 
on Education ; and he has also 
edited for them the South Kensing- 
ton Museum Art Handbooks. A 
new edition of his “Ancient Li- 
turgy "" and the “ Monumen-ba Eitu- 
alia "" was published m 1882 by the 
Oxford IJjiiversity Press. Mr. Mas- 
kell is a magisteate and deputy 
lieutenant for the county of Corn- 
wall. 

MASON, Francis, the youngest 
son of a lace merchant, was born 
July 21, 1837, at Islington, and edu- 
cated at the Islington Proprietary 
School, and at King"s School, Canter- 
bury, became a member of the Eoyal 
College of Surgeons in 1858, and a 
FeUow by examination in 1862. He 
received his professional education 
at King"s College, London, of which 
he is an honorary Fellow. Early 
in his career as a student he at- 
tracted the attention of his teacher, 
the late Sir William Fergusson, and 
subsequently was for twelve years 
his confidential assistant in private 
practice. He is Surgeon and Lec- 
•burer on Practical Surgery, and was 
formerly Lecturer on Anatomy at 
St. Thomas"s Hospital, and is Con- 
sulting Surgeon -fco the St. Pancras 
and Northern Dispensary. He is 
President of the Medical Society of 
London, and a Fellow of the Medico- 
Chirurgical, and other learned socie- 
ties, and was formerly Assistant- 
Surgeon to King"s College Hospital, 
and Surgeon to the Westminster 
Hospital. Mr. Mason is the author 
of a work on “Harelip and Cleft 
Palate,"" 1877 5 also “ The Surgery of 
the Mouth,"" in the Monthly Review 
of Dental Surgery ; and “ iSie' Sur- 
gery of the Face,"" the last consti- 
tuting the Lettsomian lectui^ de- 
livered at the Medical Society of 
London, in the session 1877-78, and 
published in the Lancet, He has 
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contributed numerous papers to the 
medical journals, the Med^co-OM- 
rurgical Transobctwns, and the St. 
Thomas's Eosjgital Reports; and is 
the inventor of several ingenious 
surgical instruments. 

MASSE, Felix Marie Victor, 
composer, bom at Lorient, March 7, 
1822, studied at the Conservatoire 
of Paris, and carried off the princi- 
pal prize for musical composition 
in 1844. Upon his return from 
Eome he composed various romances 
and melodies, and in 1852 a comic 
opera in one act, entitled La Chan- 
teuse Yoilee," which was successful. 
Amongst bis later compositions, 
which have nearly always met with 
a favourable reception, may be men- 
tioned, “Les Noces de Jeannette/^ 
1853 , Galathee,^' 1854, accounted 
one of his best works , Miss Pau- 
vette,” 1855 ; Les Saisons,^' 1856 j 
‘^La Eeine Topaze,” 1856; ''La 
Fee Carabosse,’' 1859 ; " Le Bernier 
Couplet,"’ 1861, and "Le Fils du 
Brigadier,” 1867. M. Masse, who 
is chief of the choir of the opera, is 
decorated with the Cross of the 
Legion of Honour, and in 1863 
received a pension. In 1866 he was 
appointed to succeed M Lebome as 
Professor of Composition at the 
Conservatoire. He was elected a 
Member of the Aoad^mie des Beaux 
Arts in the place of Auber, in 1871 ; 
and an Associate of the Eoyal Aca- 
demy of Belgium, in succession to 
Felicien Bavid, Jan, 11, 1877. 

MASSEY, Gerald, poet, bom at 
Tring, in Herefordshire, May 29, 
1828, of very poor parents, in early 
youth was employed m a silk- 
miU, and afterwards became a 
straw -plaiter He received a 
scanty education at the British 
and National Schools. The Bible, 
" Robinson Grusoe,” the "Pilgrim’s 
Progress,” and " Greek and Roman 
History,” constituted his chief 
reading whilst at home. At the 
age of fifteen he repaired to Lon- 
don, became an errand-boy, and 
spent some years in trade before he 
began to gain his living by writing. 


A volume entitled " Poems and Chan" 
sons,” pubhshed at Tring about 1846, 
was his first work, and in 1848 he 
edited a paper called the Spirit of 
Freedom, and in 1849 published 
" Voices of Freedom and Lyrics of 
Love ” The same year he became 
one of the secretaries to the Chris- 
tian Sociahsts, who, headed by the 
Rev Mr Maurice, were trying to 
promote co-operation amongst the 
workmg classes. He wrote "The 
Ballad of Babe Crystabel, and other 
Poems,” published in 1855 ; "Craig- 
crook Castle, and other Poems,” in 
1856 ; and " Havelock’s March, and 
other Poems,” in 1861. Mr. Mas- 
sey, who afterwards published a 
prose work, entitled " Shakspere’s 
Sonnets and his Private Friends,” 
received a pension on the civil hst 
in 1863. His latest work is "A 
Tale of Eternity, and other Poems,” 
1869. He contributes to various 
periodicals, and lectures on literary 
and other subjects. In 1873 he 
proceeded on a lecturing tour to 
the United States, where he gained 
an unenviable notoriety by the de- 
livery of a blasphemous lecture en- 
titled, '* Why does not God kill the 
Bevil?” 

MASSON, Bavid, Professor of 
Rhetoric and Enghsh Literature in 
the University of Edinburgh, born 
Bee. 2, 1822, in Aberdeen, and edu- 
cated at Marischal College in that 
city, and at the University of Edin- 
burgh, commenced liis literary 
career at the age of nineteen, as 
editor of a Scotch provincial news- 
paper, and repairing, in 1844, to 
London, where he remained about 
a year, contributed to Fraser's Ma- 
gazine and other periodicals. He 
estabhshed himself in Edinburgh 
for two or three years, as a writer 
for periodical publications, besides 
having special engagements with 
the Messrs. Chambers, returning to 
London in 1847, where he resided 
for eighteen years, and was ap- 
pointed to the chair of EngHsh 
Lan^age and Literature at Uni- 
versity College, London, on the re- 
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siemation of tiie late Professor volumes, with introductions, notes. 


Clough in 1852. He retired from 
his post in Oct , 1865, having been 
appointed Professor of Rhetoric and 
English Literature in the Univer- 
sity of Edinburgh. He contributed 
numerous aiHiicles to the Quarterly, 
National, British Quarterly, and 
NoHh British Beviews, to the Ency- 
clopssdiaBritannica” and the Eng- 
lish Cyclopaedia,” and in 1859 became 
editor of Macmillan/ s Magazine, 
which he conducted for a good 
many years, and to which he has 
largely contributed. EKs papers on 
Carlyle^s " Latter-Day Pamphlets,” 
'^Dickens and Thackeray,” "Rabe- 
lais,” "Literature and the Labour 
Question,” Pre-Raphaelism in Art 
and Literature,” " Theories of Poe- 
try,” " Shakspere and Goethe,” 
Hugh Miller,” and " De Quincey 
and Prose-writing,'’'’ are the best 
known. Hrs " Essays, Biographical 
and Cri-tical: chiefly on English 
Poets,” appeared in 1856, and have 
been reprinted, with additions, in 
3 vols., 1874, one being entitled 
specially, " Chatterton . a Story of 
the year 1870 , ” his " Life of J ohn 
Milton, narrated in connection with 
the Political, Ecclesiastical, and 
Literary BQstory of his Time,” vol i. 
was published in 1858, vol ii. in 
1871, vol. iii. in 1873, and vols. iv. 
and V. in 1878, there being yet one 
volume wanted to complete the 
work j " British Novelists and their 
Styles: a Critical Sketch of the 
History of British Prose Piction,” 
in 1859,* Recent British Philo- 
sophy; a Review with Criticism, 
including some Remarks on Mr. 
Mill’s Answer to Sir W. Hamilton,” 
being an explanation of some lec- 
tures delivered at the Royal Insti- 
tution of Great Britain, in 1865. 
Among his most recent publications 
are an edition of Milton’s Poetical 
Works, called "The Cambridge 
Edition,” in three volumes, with 
introductions, notes, and an essay 
on Milton’s English, and a smaller 
edition of the same, called "The 
Golden Treasuiy Edition,” in two 


and a memoir. Both appeared in 
1874. In 1873 he published a bio- 
graphy of the iioet Drummond, en- 
titled, " Brummond of Haivihorn- 
den: the Story of his Life and 
Writings , ” and in 1874 " The Three 
Devils : Luther’s, Milton’s, and 
Goethe’s.” 

MASTERS, Maxwell Ttlden, 
M.D., P.R.S ., bom in 1833,at Canter- 
bury, was educated at King’s Col- 
lege, London, after which he prac- 
tised medicine for some years. He 
held the lectureship on botany at St. 
George’s Hospital from 1855 to 1868, 
and became principal editor of the 
Q-ardener^s Chronicle in 1865 Dr. 
Masters has been Botanical Exa- 
miner in the University of London; 
is a Bellow of the Royal, Linnean, 
and Royal Horticultural Societies ; 
an Associate of King’s College ; an 
honorary or corresponding member 
of the principal Horticultural So- 
cieties of Belgium, Prance, Ger- 
many, Russia, Italy, and America, 
and of the Royal Society of Sciences 
I of Liege, the Society of Natural 
Sciences of Cherbourg, and cor- 
respondent of the Academy of 
Natural Sciences of Philadelphia. 
His works consist of a treatise on 
"Vegetable Teratology,” of “Bo- 
tany for Beginners” (of which 
Dutch and Russian translations 
have been made), and of numerous 
monographs and papers on subjects 
relating to botany, vegetable phy- 
siology, and horticulture. He is a 
frequent contributor to scientific 
periodicals, and has taken part in 
Oliver’s " Flora of Tropical Africa,” 
Hooker’s " Flora of British India,” 
Von Martins’s "Flora Brasiliensis,” 
De Candolle’s "Prodromus,” and 
o-ther works, besides preparing the 
second and third editions of Hen- 
frey’s " Elementary Course of 
Botany.” 

MATELERS, BQelsn BtrcxiNa- 
HAM (Mrs. Henry Reeves), novelist, 
was born in 1852, at Crewkemo, 
Somerset, and educated at Chantry, 
near Frome. Her first novel wa& 
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througli tlie Eye/' 1875^ 
wMcli immediately secured immense 
popularity^ and was rapidly trans- 
lated into more languages tlian any 
of Dickens' works The Token of 
the Silver Lily/' a poem^ was pub- 
lished in 1876, and soon sold out , 
^"Cherry Eipe/' Miss Mather's se- 
cond novel, was published in 1877, 
and followed m 1878 by The Land 
o' the Leal," and As He Comes up 
the Stair," which are novelettes. 
Her third novel, My Lady G-reen 
Sleeves," appeared in 1879, and was 
followed in 1881 by " The Story of 
a Sin." " Sam's Sweetheart," is the 
title of a novel which is just issuing 
from the press, and a sixth three- 
volume work appeared as the sum- 
mer number of the Illustrated 
London News. Seven years ago 
Miss Mathers was married to Mr. 
Henry Beeves, E.E C S.E., a well- 
known surgeon to several large 
metropolitan hospitals, and author 
of Human Morphology," and other 
surgical and anatomical works. 

MATHESOH, GsoRaE, D.D., was 
bom at Glasgow, March 27, 1842, 
and educated at Glasgow Academy, 
and the TJniversity of Glasgow. 
He lost his sight in youth, but in 
spite of this entered the university 
in preparation for the mimstry, and 
took a leadmg place in classics, 
philosophy, and theology,* carried 
off the first prize in the semor divi- 
sion of logic, and the prize essay for 
the best specimen of Socratic dia- 
logue in 1860, took the first prize 
for moral philosophy in 1861 j gra- 
duated M.A. with honours in philo- 
sophy in 1862, and B.D. in 1866. 
He was licensed to the ministry of 
the Church of Scotland in 1866 j ap- 
pointed assistant to Dr. Macduff of 
Sandyford Church, Glasgow in 1867 j 
chosen by popular election parish 
minister of Innellan in 1868 j re- 
ceived in 1880 an unanimous call to 
succeed Dr. Cumndng of London, 
but declined itj appointed Baird 
lecturer for 1881, and one of the St. 
Giles' lectui’ers for 1882. In 1879 
the University of Edinburgh con- 


ferred on him the degree of D.D. 
In 1874 he published Aids to the 
Study of German Theology ; in 1877, 
"Growth of the Spirit of Chris- 
tianity," 2 vols. ; m 1881 " Natural 
Elements of Eevealed Theology" 
(Baird lecture) ; in 1882, " Confu- 
cianism " (in vol. of St. Giles' lec- 
tures — Faiths of the World"), 
and a devotional volume, " My As- 
pirations." Dr. Matheson has con- 
tributed to the Contemporary f Bri- 
tish Quarterly^ Modem Review^ 
Brvnceton Review, Expositor, Good 
Words and Su/nday Magazine. 

MATHEW, The Hois' Sir James 
Charles, Judge of the High Court 
of Justice, is son of Mr. Charles 
Mathew, of Lehena House, Cork, 
by Mary, daughter of Mr. James 
Hackett, of Cork. He was born at 
Lehena House, July 10, 1830, and 
received his education at Trinity 
College, Dublin, where he was senior 
moderator and gold medalhst in 
1850 He was called to the bar at 
Lincoln's Inn in Hilary Term, 1864, 
having in the previous November 
obtained an open studentship Mr. 
Mathew was a member of the South 
Eastern circuit, when in March, 
1881, he was appointed by the 
Crown a Judge in the Queen's 
Bench Division of the High Court 
of Justice. Shortly before that 
time he had acted as a member of 
the committee on the subject of 
Costs of Legal Broceedmgs. His 
appointment to the bench is one of 
the few instances of a member of 
the junior bar being elevated. He 
was knighted on his promotion and 
created LL.D., honoris caus4,by the 
University of Dublin. He was the 
third CattioHc Judge appointed in 
England since Catholic Emancipa- 
tion, the two previous ones being 
Mr. Justice Shee and Mr. Justice 
Hayes. He married, in 1861, Eliza- 
beth, eldest daughter of the Eev. 
Edwin Biron, viqar of Lympne, 
Kent. 

MATHIEU-BODET, Pierre, a 
French statesman, was born in 1817, 
and adopted the legal profession. 
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In 1848 he was chosen one of the 
Conservative members of the Con- 
stituent Assembly, and retained his 
seat in the Chamber till the coup 
d'dtat of 1851, devotmg himself par- 
ticularly to financial questions. 
He was appointed by Prince Lotus 
Hapoleon a member of the Consul- 
tative Commission, but on the con- 
fiscation of the property of the 
Orleans Princes, he resigned that 
post, and during the Empire con- 
fined himseK to the exercise of his 
profession. On his election to the 
Assembly in 1871 he retired from 
the bar Though a Conservative, 
he abstained from taking part in 
the consultations of any particular 
party. He voted against M. Thiers 
in May, 1873, being one of the 
fourteen Deputies who then an- 
nounced their acceptance of the 
Eepublic as the definite form of 
Government, but who urged on the 
President a more distinct Conser- 
vative policy. He was elected 
Eeporter to the Budget Committee 
in 1872, and again in the session of 
1874. In June, 1874, he succeeded 
M. Magne in the Ministry of Ei- 
nanoe, and he retained his portfolio 
till May, 1875. 

MATHILDE (Pbincbss), 

MaTHILDB L-aSJTITIA WiLHBLMINE 
Bonaparte, daughter of the ex- 
King Jerome and Princess Cathe- 
rine of Wurtemberg, and cousin to 
Hapoleon III., was born at Trieste, 
May 27, 1820, and married at Flo- 
rence, Oot. 10, 1841, to the Eussian 
Prince Anatole Demidoff. This 
union was not happy, and in 1845 
they separated by mutual consent, 
her husband being compelled by 
the Czar to allow the Princess an 
annuity of 200,000 roubles From 
1849 till the marriage of Hapoleon 
III. she did the honours at the 
palace of the President, and on the 
re-establishment of the Empire was 
comprised amongst the members of 
the imperial family of France, and 
received the title of Highness. The 
Princess, who was a pupil of M. 
Giraud, is an accomplished artist. 


and has exhibited some of her pic- 
tures upon several occasions at the 
Salon de Peinture. She obtained 
honourable mention in 1861. 

MAHDSLEY, Henry, M.D., was 
born near Giggleswick, Settle, York- 
shire, Feb. 5, 1835, and educated at 
Giggleswick School and University 
College, London. He studied medi- 
cine at University College, and 
graduated M D. at the University 
of London in 1857. Dr. Maudsley 
was Physician to the Manchester 
Eoyal Lunatic Hospital 1859-62; 
was made Fellow of the Eoyal Col- 
lege of Physicians in 1869 ; and was 
appointed Gulstonian Lecturer to 
the College in 1870. He is a Fellow 
of University College, London, was 
lately Professor of Medical Juris- 
prudence in University College, and 
is Consulting Physician to the West 
London Hospital ; and an honorary 
member of various learned socie- 
ties m Paris, Vienna, Italy, and 
America. He has been President 
of the Medico-Psychological Asso- 
ciation of Great Britain and Ire- 
land, and was editor of the Journal 
of Mental Science. Dr. Maudsley is 
the author of " The Physiology of 
Mind,” "The Pathology of Mind,” 
"Body and Mind,” and "Eesponsi- 
bility in Mental Disease.” 

MAUEITIUS, Bishop op. See 
Eotston, Dr.) 

MAX-MULLEE, Frederick, son 
of Wilhelm Muller, the German 
poet, was bom at Dessau, Dec. 6, 
1823, studied at the University of 
Leipzig, and took his degree in 

1843. He afterwards studied 
Sanskrit and comparative philo- 
logy, under Professor Brockhaus, 
at Leipzig, where he published, in 

1844, his first work, a translation of 

The Hitopadesa,’^ a collection of 

Sanskrit fables ; proceeded to Ber- 
lin to attend the lectures of Bopp 
and Schelling, and to examine the 
collection of Sanskrit MSS. there. 
In 1845 he wont to Paris to continue 
his studies under Eugene Bumouf, 
at whose suggestion he began to 
collect materials for an edition of 
3 D 2 
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tlie Eig-Yeda/' the Sacred Hymns 
of tlie Brahmans, and the Com- 
mentary of Sayandohdrya. After 
copying and collating the MSS. 
in the Eoyal Library at Paris, he 
repaired to England in June, 1846, 
in order to collate the MSS. at the 
East-India Honse and the Bodleian 
Library. As he -was on the point 
of retnrning to Q-ermany, he made 
the acquaintance of the late Baron 
Bunsen, then Prussian ambassador 
in London, who persuaded him to 
stay in Eng'land, and on his and 
the late Prof Wilson's recom- 
mendation the East-India Company 
engaged him to publish the first 
edition of the "Eig-Yeda" at their 
expense. In 18^ he settled at 
O^ord, where his work was to be 
printed, and the first volume, of 
1,000 pages quarto, appeared in 
1849. He was invited by the Uni- 
versity to give some courses of 
lectures on Comparative Philology, 
as Deputy Taylorian Professor, in 
1850; was made Honorary M.A. 
and member of Christ Church in 
1851; was elected Taylorian Pro- 
fessor, and received the full degree 
of mJa. by decree of Convocation 
in 1854 ; was made a Curator of the 
Bodleian Library in 1856; and 
elected a Eellow of All Souls Col- 
lege in 1858. He was in 1860 an 
unsuccessful candidate for the pro- 
fessorshdp of Sanskrit at Oxford, 
being opposed by a coalition of 
theological parties. Eor a time he 
was Orient^ librarian at the Bod- 
leian Library. In 1868 the Dni- 
versity founded a new Professorship 
of Comparative Philology, and the 
statute of foundation named him 
as the first professor. In 1872 he 
was invited to lecture in the newly 
founded University of Strasbm^ as 
Professor of Sanskrit. He declmed 
the appointment, but gave some 
courses of lectures there in 1872. 
As he refused to accept any salary, 
the University of Strasburg founded 
a triennml prize for Sanskrit scho- 
larship in memory of his services. 
On the 3rd of Dec., 1873, at the 


invitation of the Dean of Westmin- 
ster, he delivered in Westminster 
Abbey a lecture on the Eeligions 
of the World." In 1875 he resigned 
his professorship at Oxford, intend- 
ing to return to G-ermany, but the 
University requested him to remam 
in Oxford, and entrusted him with 
the edition of a series of transla- 
tions of the Sacred Books of the 
East," appomting at the same time 
a Deputy-Professor, Mr Sayce. 
Twenty-two volumes of this series 
have been published, of which the 
first contains Max-Miiller's trans- 
lation of the Upanishadr, 1879, and 
the tenth his translation of the 
Dhammapada from Pali, 1881. A 
new series was begun in 1883. In 
1878, he delivered in the Chapter 
House of Westminster a course of 
lectures on ''The Origin and Growth 
of Eeligion, as illustrated by the 
EelMons of India" (last edition, 
1882). These lectures were deli- 
vered in consequence of a bequest 
made by the late Mr. Hibbert. On 
Nov. 13, 1877, Professor Max- 
MuUer was elected a Delegate of 
the University Press. On Oct. 28, 
1881, he was elected curator of 
the Bodleian Library in place of 
the late Professor EoUeston. In 
1882 he was invited by the Uni- 
versity of Cambridge to give a 
course of lectures on India, spe- 
cially intended for the candidates 
for the Indian Civil Service. These 
lectures were published in 1882, 
under the title of "India: What 
can it teach us ? " In addition to 
the " Hutopadesa," he published at 
Konigsberg, in 1847, "Meghadfita, 
an India Elegy," translated from 
the Sanskrit, with notes, in Ger- 
man; in the Transactions of the 
British Association, in 1847, "An 
Essay on Bengali, and its Eelation 
to the Aryan Languages , " in 1853, 
"An Essay on Indian Logic," in 
"Thompson's Laws of Thought;" 
in 1854, " Proposals for a Umform 
Missionary Alphabet," and " Sug- 
gestions on the Learning and Lan- 
guages of the seat of War in the

East, with Lmgmstic Map/' re- 
published in 1855 under the title of 
"A Survey of Languages." In 
1854 appeared his Letter to 
Chevalier Bunsen on the Classifica- 
tion of the Turanian Languages in 
Bunsen's ‘‘Christianity and Man- 
kind / " in 1857, at Leipsic, " The 
Hymns of the Big-Yeda, together 
with text and translation of the 
Pratisakhya, an ancient work on 
Sanskrit Grammar and Pronuncia- 
tion," in German ; and Buddhism 
and Buddhist Pilgrims ; " in 1858, 
“The German Cfiissics from the 
Pourth to the Nineteenth Century," 
and “ Essay on Comparative Mytho- 
Oxford Essays j in 
1859, “ History of Ancient Sanskrit 
Literature" (2nd ed. 1860), and 
“Lectures on the Science of Lan- 
guage," two series, delivered at the 
Boyal Institution (last edition, 
1882) ; and “ Sanslcrit Grammar for 
beginners" (2nd ed. 1870). In 
1868 he delivered the Bede Lecture 
at Cambridge, “ On the Stratifica- 
tion of Languages," and in 1870, a 
course of lectures “ On the Science 
of Beligion," at the Boyal Institu- 
tion, pubhshed in 1873, under the 
title of “Introduction to the 
Science of Beligion," with “Two 
Essays on False Analogies and the 
Philosophy of Mythology" (last 
edition, 1882). In 1873 he gave 
another course of lectures at '^e 
Boyal Institution on Mr. Darwin's 
Philosophy of Language, published 
in Fraser* s Magazine, Most of his 
essays have been collected in “Chips 
from a German Workshop," 4 vols. 
1868-75 : — vol. i.. Essays on the 
Science of Beligion ; vol. ii.. Essays 
on Mytholo^, Tradition, and Cus- 
toms j vol. iii.. Essays on Litera- 
ture, Biography, and Antiquities; 
vol. iv. Essays on the Science of 
Language. A selection of them 
was published under the title of 
“Selected Essays," 2 vols., 1882. 
In 1869 he published, as a specimen, 
the first volume of his translation 
of the Big-Yeda “ Hymns to the 
Mamts^ or the Storm-Gods/' In 


1873 appeared his edition of the 
two texts of the Big-Yeda (2nd ed , 
1877), and in 1871 the sixth and 
concluding volume of his large 
edition of the Big-Yeda with 
S4yana's Commentary. Since the 
year 1879 Professor Max-MuUer has 
devoted himself to the teaching of 
several Buddhist priests who had 
been sent to him from Japan to 
learn Sanskrit. This led him to the 
discovery that the oldest Sanskrit 
MSS. existed in Japan. With the 
help of these Japanese MSS. he pub- 
lished the Sanskrit originals of 
several Buddhist texts, such as the 
Sukh^vativyClha (Journ. B. As. Soe. 
1880), the YagrakMiedikA in the 
Anecdota Oxoniensia, 1881, while 
one of his pupils, Mr. Bunyiu Nan- 
jio, compiled a complete Catalogue 
of the Buddhist Tripitaka, the 
Sacred Canon of the Buddhists in 
China and Japan, published by the 
Clarendon Press, Oxford, in 1883. 
In 1881, in commemoration of the 
centenary of its first publication, he 
brought out a new translation of 
Kant's Critique of Pure Beason, pre- 
ceded by an historical introduction 
by Professor L. Noir^. Mn. Max- 
Muller, who has contributed nume- 
rous articles to the Edinburgh and 
Quarterly Reviews, the Times, and 
various literary journals of Eng- 
land, Germany, and France, is one 
of the eight foreign members of 
the Institute of France, one of the 
Knights of the Ordre jpour le MSrite, 
one of the ten forei^ members of 
the Beale Accademia dei Lincei of 
Borne, and has received the hono- 
rary degree of Doctor of Laws at 
Cambridge and Edinburgh. 

MAT, The Bioht Hon. Geobob 
A uGirsTTTs Chichester, son of the 
Bev. Edmund May, late Bector of 
Belfast, by Elizabeth, eldest daugh- 
ter of the late William Sinclair, Esq., 
of FortW iBiam, co. Antrim, was bom 
at Belfast in 1815. He received his 
education at Shrewsbury School and 
at Magdalen College, Cambridge, 
where he graduated with honours. 
He was called to the bar in Ireland 
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in 1844 ; was made a Queen^s Cotin- 
sel tliere in 1866 ; was law adviser 
to tke Crown in Ireland from Feb , 
1874, to NoVo 1876 j and Attomey- 
G-eneral for Ireland from tbe last 
date to Feb., 1877, when be was 
appointed to succeed tbe late Eight 
Hon. James Whiteside as Lord 
Chief Justice of the Queen^s Bench 
in Ireland. 

MAY, Sib Thomas Erskinb, 
K.C.B., D C.L., bom in 1816, and 
educated at Bedford School, under 
Dr. Brereton, entered the public 
service as Assistant Librarian of 
the House of Commons in 1831, was 
called to the bar at the Middle 
Temple in 1838, was appointed 
Examiner of Petitions for Private 
Bills in 1846, Taxing-Master of the 
House of Commons in 1847, to the 
Table of the House, as Clerk- Assis- 
tant, in 1856, and Clerk of the 
House of Commons in 1871. His 
pubhc services were rewarded by 
the Companionship of the Bath in 
1860, and he was promoted Knight 
Commander in July, 1866. Sir T. 
E. May has written "A Treatise on 
the Law, Privileges, Proceedings, 
and Usage of Parliament,” pub- 
lished in 1844, which being acknow- 
ledged as the Parliamentary text- 
book, has passed through six edi- 
tions, and has been translated into 
G-erman and Hungarian, a pam- 
phlet, entitled "Eemarks and Sug- 
gestions with a view to Facilitate 
the Dispatch of Public Business in 
Parliament,” published in 1849; 
another pamphlet, ''On the Con- 
solidation of the Election Laws,” 
in 1850 ; and " Constitutional His- 
tory of England since the Accession 
of Oeorgein., 1760-1860,” in 1861-3, 
which, commencing where the great 
work of HaUam, concluded, continues 
the history of our laws and liberties 
to the present time The latter 
work has been reprinted in the 
United States and translated into 
French and Cerman ; and a third 
edition vtdth a new supplementary 
chapter, was published in London 
in 3 vols., 1871. Sir T. E. May^s 


most recent work is "Democracy 
in Europe; a History,” 2 vols., 
1877 In 1864 he collected and re- 
duced to writing, for the first time, 
the " Eules, Orders, and Forms of 
Proceeding of the House of Com- 
mons,” which were adopted and 
printed by command of the House. 
He contributed to the Penny OyclO” 
pcedia numerous articles, relating 
chiefly to political economy and his- 
torical biography ; and has written 
for the JSdinhurgh Review ^ the Law 
Magaaine^ and other reviews. 

MAYEE, Joseph, F.S.A , born at 
Newcastle-under-Lyme, Feb. 23, 
1803, settled as a jeweller at Liver- 
pool, in 1822, and devoted his labour 
and fortune to the formation of the 
Museum of Art recently presented 
by him to that town. ‘His earliest 
study was Greek coins, his collec- 
tion of which was sold to the French 
Government in 1844. Antique gems 
next attracted his chief attention, 
and his skill and liberality rendered 
him famous in Europe, His fa- 
vourite design was to collect in 
Liverpool a museum of treasures of 
artistic excellence, in order to edu- 
cate students in the true principles 
of beauty. In this he has succeeded, 
and his Eygptian, Abyssinian, and 
Etruscan collections, chosen with a 
due regard to art, are justly famed ; 
and he is equally celebrated for his 
collection of Ivories, of Greek, Eo- 
man, and Mediseval gems, and of 
Wedgwood and of English pottery. 
With the view of writing " A His- 
tory of the Eise and Progress of 
Art in England from 1660 to the 
Present Time,” he has collected 
between four and five thousand 
original drawings, between fifteen 
and twenty thousand early engrav- 
ings, and above fifty thousand 
autograph letters of English artists. 
The number of scientific works for 
which the world is indebted to Mr. 
Mayer's generous aid is considerable; 
the " Inventorium Sepulchrale,” 
the "Anglo-Saxon Vocabularies,” 
and the "Diplomatarium Anglicum 
M-vi Saxonici,” being the most im- 
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portant. When the art of electro- 
plating was discovered by Mr. 
Thomas Spencer^ to this liberal 
patron of all science did the inven- 
tor apply. Under Mr. Mayer’s 
anspicesj the first article ever sub- 
jected to this process was success- 
fully plated — a spoon, which now 
lies in the Mayer Collection in the 
Liverpool Museum. In 1860 he 
raised two companies of volunteers, 
called the Liverpool Borough G-uard, 
and subseq^uentlyraised and clothed 
at his own expense a third company, 
in the neighbourhood of Bebbing- 
ton, his residence. In 1865 he 
made a donation to this Cheshire 
village of a free library, containing 
20,000 volumes, with a handsome 
edifice, standing in the public walks, 
which are also a gift of Mr. Mayer. 
They occupy nearly six acres, and 
are planted with every variety of 
flowering shrub that will bear the 
Cheshire climate. Mr. Mayer is an 
enthusiastic student of floriculture 
in its higher forms. In 1870, un- 
der the superintendence of Henry 
Boyle, Es< 3 [, M.A., the Victoria 
Eegia was brought to flower beneath 
the open sky, in his hot-water tanks 
at Bebbington, — an achievement 
never before made, and believed to 
be possible by very few. In 1869 
his grateful townsmen of Liverpool 
erected a colossal statue of Mr. 
Mayer in St. George's HhJl. It is 
of Carrara marble, and the work of 
Signor Giovanni Fontana. 

MATHEW, Hbnbt, born in 1812, 
was for a diort time at W estminster 
School, which he left to go a 
voyage to Calcutta, and on h& re- 
turn was articled to his father, a 
solicitor, for three years.

In con- 
junction with ^s brothers Horace 
and Augustus, he published a 
variety of fairy tales and farces, 
and the following works of humo- 
rous fiction : — " The Greatest Plague 
of Life,” f^Whom to Marry, and 
How to Get Married,” " The Magic 
of Kindness,” " Peasant-boy Philo- 
sopher," and " Tricks of Trade.” 

MATOE, The Eev. John Etton 
Bickebsteth, M.A., born at Bad- 
dagamme, in Ceylon, Jan. 25, 1825, 
was educated at Shrewsbury School 
and St. John's College, Cambridge, 
and ordained deacon in 1855, j)riest 
in 1857, by the Bishop of Ely. He 
was elected Fellow of St. John's 
College in 1849; was Assistant- 
Master at Marlborough College 
1849-53 ; College Lecturer in 1853 ; 
Librarian of the University of 
Cambridge 1863-67, and was ap- 
pointed Professor of Latin in that 
University in 1872. Mr. Mayor is 
the editor of ''Thirteen Satires of 
Juvenal," 1853, 2nd edit..

MEADOWS, Alfred, M.D., was 
born at Ipswich, June 2, 1833, and 
educated at the grammar school of 
his native town, and at King’s Col- 
lege, London. In 1863 he matricu- 
lated at the Dniversity of London, 
and in October of the same year he 
entered the medical faculty at 
King's CoEege. During his stu- 
dentship he obtained the Medical 
Society's prize for an essay on the 
"Influence of the Imagination in 
the Production and Cure of Dis- 
ease." ^ He was appointed house 
physician and afterwards physician 
accoucheur assistant at Kmg's Col- 


lege Hospital. In 1857 he graduated 
M.B. in the University of London, 
and in the following year proceeded 
to the degree of M.D In 1859 he 
became a member of the College of 
Physicians, but it was not till 1873 
that the College elected him a 
Fellow. In 1871 he was appointed 
physician-accoucheur to St Mary's 
Hospital, and lecturer on midwifery 
and the diseases of women and 
children at St. Mary's Hospital 
Medical School. Dr. Meadows has 
pubhshed a translation of Henri 
Eoger's " Clinical Eesearches on 
Auscultation of the Head," 1863; 
" A Manual of Midwifery ; " " The 
Prescriber's Companion ; " " Dis- 
eases of Infancy and Childhood," 
conjointly with Dr. Tanner ; a 
pamphlet on "Medical Ethics," and 
another on " Eitual, Eeligious and 
Secular." He has also edited and 
translated for the Hew Sydenham 
Society Bernutz and GoupE's " Dis- 
eases of Women." Dr. Meadows 
has been appointed a commander of 
the second class of the Order of W asa 
by the Kmg of Sweden for services 
rendered to his majesty as well as 
to the Crown Prince of Sweden 
during their stay in England. He is 
a magistrate for Middlesex. 

MEASOH, Malcolm Eonald 
Laino, son of the late GEbert Laing 
Meason, Esq., of Lindertis, Forfar- 
shire, was born at Edinburgh, in 
1824, and educated in France, and 
at St. Gregory's CoUege, Downside, 
near Bath. He entered the army 
in 1839 as ensign of the 40th Ee- 
giment, and served through the 
second Affghan and the Gwalior 
campaigns in India, was very se- 
verely wounded, and received two 
medals. He j'oined the 10th Hus- 
sars m 1846, and sold out in 1851. 
From the latter year to 1854 he was 
editor of the Bombay Telegraph and 
Courier, In 1856, he was sent to 
Paris by the Daily News in conjunc- 
tion with Mr. Blanchard Jerrold, as 
one of the special correspondents for 
the Paris Exhibition of that year. 
From 1856 to 1860 he was a fre- 
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quent eontri'b'utor to the Daily News 
and in the latter year wrote some 
interesting letters to that paper 
from Mount Lehanonj concemmg 
the massacre of the Christians in 
Syi’ia^ of which he was in many in- 
ste-nces a witness. From 1856 to 
1870, he was a constant contributor 
to Household Words^ and afterwards 
to All the Year Round. From 1866 
to 1870 he was editor of The Weekly 
Register. In 1870 he went abroad as 
special correspondent of the New York 
Herald with the French army, and 
went through the whole campaign 
with MacMahon's corps d^arm^e. 
He was the only newspaper corres- 
pondent present at the famous bat- 
tle of Worth, which he witnessed 
from the top of the village church 
steeple. After Sedan he accepted 
an offer from the Daily Telegraph, 
and remained in France as special 
correspondent of that paper until 
the end of the war, and afterwards, 
for two years, as correspondent for 
the same journal at Paris and Yer- 
sailles. He joined the staff of TTie 
Hour in 1873. He went to Yer- 
saiUes for the trial of Marshal Ba- 
zaine for The Hour, and afterwards, 
in the employment of the Hcho, as 
special correspondent with the 
Prince of Wales. In 1865 he pub- 
lished " The Bubbles of Finance,'"' 
and in 1866 "The Profits of Panics," 
being both descriptions from life of 
the joint stoch swindles of the day. 
In 1868 he published a small vo- 
lume on " Turf Frauds." He has 
contributed to the Month,th.Q Dublin 
Review, Belgravia, Fraser, Macmillan, 
the y^itehall Review, and other 
periodicals. 

MEATH, Bishop op. {See Pluh-

MECKLENBUSe- STBELITZ 
(Geand Duke op), Feedeeick 
W iLiiiAM Chaeles Geoboe Eenest 
Auolphus Gustavus, a Lieut.-Gen. 
in the Prussian army, bom Oct. 17, 
1819; married June 28, 1843, the 
Princess Augusta Caroline Charlotte 
Elizabeth Maria Sophia Louisa of 
Cambridge, daughter of the late 
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Duke of Cambridge. He succeeded 
his father. Sept. 6, 1860, and has 
one son, George Adolphus Frede- 
rick Augustus Yictor Ernest Gus- 
tavus William Wellington, born 
July 22, 1848. 

MEDING, OsKAE, a German nove- 
list, who writes under the pseudo- 
nym Gbeoor Samaeow, was born 
April 11, 1829, at Konigsberg, be- 
ing the son of the Governor of East 
Prussia. He studied law in his 
native town, at Heidelberg, and at 
Berlin, from 1848 "till 1851, when 
he became an advocate (Auskulta- 
tor) at Marienwerder. At a later 
period he was employed in ^ the 
magistracy and admmistra'fcion ; 
and, in 1859, he quitted the public 
service of Prussia and joined that 
of Hanover. He was sent on seve- 
ral confidential missions by the 
King of Hanover, George Y., and 
was concerned as a Coimcillor of 
State in the passing of various re- 
ligious and political measures. In 
1863 he accompanied the King to 
Frankfort on the occasion of a Con- 
gress of the reigning Princes^ of 
Germany being held in that city. 
In 1865, when a reactionary Minis- 
try was cons'truoted, he went into 
opposition. Sent on a mission to 
the Elector of Hesse, in 1866, he 
returned to Hanover at the time of 
the Prussian invasion of that 
country, rejoined the King, who 
was with the army, and after the 
catastrophe of Langensalza, fol- 
lowed his royal master to Yienna. 
He went to Paris in the following 
year as the representative of the 
interests of the deposed King. 
In 1870 he gave in his adhesion to 
■the Prussian Government, and, after 
residing two years in Switzerland, 
and at Stuttgart, he settled in Ber- 
lin, where, keeping wholly aloof 
from politics, he began to write his 
personal reminiscences, in the form 
of novels, under the pseudonym of 
‘‘ Gregor Samarow." Hia works in- 
clude "For the Sceptre and the 
Crown," a romance in 5 parts, the 
first of which bears the general title 
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" Um Szepter und Kronen/^ 4 yoIs.^ ' 
Stuttgart, 1872, and tlie other 4 
the following titles : — “ Mines and 
Counter-mines of Europe” ("Euro- 
paischer Minen und G-egenminen,” 
1873), “ Two Imperial Crowns ” 

( Zwei Kaiserkronen,” 1876 ), 
" Cross and Sword ” Kreuz und 
Schwert,” 1875), and ^^Hero and 
Emperor” ("Held und Kaiser,” 
1876) ; subsequently " The Homan 
Expedition of the Epigoni ” ("Die 
Bomerfahrt der Epigonen,” 1873), 
having for its subject the Congress 
of the German princes at Erank- 
fort ; " The Dying Salutation of 
the Legions” ("Der Todesgruss 
der Legionen,” 1874) ; the bulky 
social romance, " Heights and 
Depths ” (" Hohen und Tief en,^' 20 
vols., 1879-80), comprising "For- 
gotten” (" YerschoUen ”), " Gold 
and Blood” ("Gold und Blut”), 
" Expiation and Benediction ** 
(" Suhne und Segen ”) j and the 
historical romance, "Queen Eliza- 
beth ” (" Kaiserin Elizabeth,” 6 
vols., 1881). Under his own name 
Meding has published "Memoirs 
of Contemporary History” ("Me- 
moiren zur Zeitgeschichte,” Vol I., 
1881). 

MEDLEY, The Most Rev. John, 
D.D., Bishop of Fredericton and 
Metropolitan of Canada, born in 
1804, was educated at Wadham 
College, Oxford, where he graduated 
B.A. in honours in 1826, and M.A. 
in 1830. He was for several years 
vicar of St. Thomas's, Exeter, and 
prebendary of that Cathedral, and 
in 1845 was consecrated first Bishop 
of Fredericton. His diocese in- 
cludes the entire province of New 
Brunswick. 

MEIGNAN, Guillaitme Ren4 a 
French prelate, bom at Renaz4 
(Mayenne), April 1, 1817, studied 
at Angers and at Ch^teau-Gontier, 
where he greatly distinguished him- 
self, and after being ordained priest 
became Professor in the College of 
Tesse, at Le Mans. After occupy- 
ing this post for three years, he 
went to Paris, and was appointed 


successively Director of Studies in 
the Seminary of Notre Dame des 
Champs, almoner at the house of 
the Legion of Honour at St Denis, 
curate of the parishes of St. Joseph 
and St. Andrew, and chief curate of 
St. Clotilde, where he remained 
from 1857 to 1862. He also became 
Professor of Holy Scripture at the 
Sorbonne , Yicar - General of the 
diocese of Paris in 1863 j and Bishop 
of Chdlons-sur-Marne, in 1864 His 
principal works are, " Propheties 
Messiamques,” vol. i.., 1858; "M. 
Renan r4fut4 par les Rationalistes 
AUemands,” 1863 ; " Les Evangiles 
et la Critique an XIX® Siecle,*' 
1864 ; " La Crise Protestante en 
Angleterre et en France,” 1864 ; 
"Le Monde et THomme Primitif 
selon la Bible,” 1869 ; and " In- 
structions et Conseils adresses aux 
Families Chr^tiennes,” 1875. Mgr. 
Meignan has contributed important 
articles to the Oorresjpondent. 

MEISSONIER, Jean Louis 
Ernest, painter, born at Lyons, 
about 1812, went, while young, to 
Paris, and for some time attended 
the studio of M. L6on Cogniet. He 
displayed remarkable ingenuity in 
microscopic painting, which no one 
in France had attempted before 
him, and his Little Messenger,” 
exhibited in 1836, attracted the 
attention of critics, who were as- 
tonished that so much precision 
could be allied to such delicacy of 
finish Since then he has fre- 
quently exhibited, and always with 
great success. In the Salon of 1857 
he had nine subjects, all distin- 
guished by an exquisite touch, and 
manifesting great care and patience. 
He obtained a medal of the third 
class in 1840, one of the second 
class in 1841, and two of the first 
class in 1855. He was decorated 
with the Legion of Honour in 1846, 
was made Grand Officer in June, 
1856, Commander in June, 1867, 
and member of the Academy of 
Beaux Arts in 1861.

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MELBOUENE, Bishop op. (See 
Moorhoxtse, Db ). 

MELIXOEE, Loris, a Eussian 
general, of Armenian descent, son 
of a merchant at Moscow, was bom 
in 1824, and received his education 
at the Lazareff Institute in that 
city. He speaks the Eussian, Ar- 
menian, Tartar, Persian, and French 
languages. At an early age he 
commenced his military career, 
joining the Hussars at St. Peters- 
burg. At the time of the Crimean 
war he had attained to the rank of 
colonel, and he commanded a light 
cavalry regiment. He was present 
at the capture of Kars, and was 
appointed commandant of that 
town with the rank of general He 
also took part in the military opera- 
tions in the Caucasus, and a£ter the 
peace he was sent, as governor, to 
Vladi-Kavkas, in Circassia, in 1860. 
Some years afterwards he obtained 
an unlimited leave of absence on 
account of the state of his health. 
He visited France, resided for 
some time at Paris, went next to 
G-ermany, and was staying at Wies- 
baden when the declaration of war 
byEussia against Turkey recalled 
him to active service. He was 
appointed Adjutant - General to 
the Grand Duke Michael, the Im- 
perial Lieutenant Coinmanding-in- 
Chief the army of the Caucasus. 
It was in fact General Loris MeH- 
koff who directed all the military 
operations in a county with which 
no one was more intimately ac- 
quainted tha.u himself. To hfm in 
particular is due the capture of 
Ardahan by the Eussian troops. 
May 17, 1877, and the subsequent 
capture of Kars. On March 3, 1880, 
he was shot at by a man named 
Maladzyetsiy, but he fortunately 
escaped without iujury. 

MELLON, Mfes. Alpreb, known 
under her maiden name. Miss Sarah 
Jane Woolgar, born July 8, 1824, 
made her first appearance in London 
at the Adelphi Theatre, in Sept., 
1843, in a farce called ‘^Antony and 
Cleopatra,” when her merits were 


recognised, and she found herself 
high in favour with the London 
public. Her name has been identi- 
fied with all the Adelphi triumphs 
since the date of her first appear- 
ance j indeed, except for very brief 
engagements, she has appeared at 
no other London theatre. She be- 
came the wife of the late Mr. Alfred 
MeUon, the popular composer and 
conductor, for some time the leader 
of the orchestra at the Adelphi 
Theatre, who died in June, 1867. 

MELLOE, The Hoh. Sir John, 
son of the late John Mellor, Esq., of 
Leicester, born at HoUingwood, near 
Oldham, Jan. 1, 1809, and educated 
privately, was called to the bar at 
the Inner Temple in 1833, and went 
the Midland ciccuit. In 1851 he 
was appointed Q C., and elected a 
Bencher of the Inner Temple, was 
for some years Eecorder of Warwick, 
resigned in 1852, and was appointed 
in Feb., 1865, to the Eecordership 
of Leicester. He was an unsuc- 
cessful candidate, in the Liberal 
interest, forthe borough of Warwick 
in July, 1852, was elected one of the 
members for Great Yarmouth in 
Aug,, 1857, and was returned for 
Nottingham, as an advanced Liberal, 
at the general election, in April, 
1859. He was nominated a Justice 
of the Court of Queen's Bench in 
Nov., 1861, on the retirement of Sir 
Hugh HQl, and in Nov., 1875, by 
the operation of the Judicature Act, 
he became a Judge of the High 
Court of Justice. He was knighted 
on his elevation to the judicial 
bench, from which he retired in 
1879. 

MENABEEA, Louis Frederick, 
Marquis de Yal-Dora, an Italian 
general and statesman, bom at 
Chambery (Savoy), Sept. 4, 1809, 
studied with distinction at the 
University of Turin, and entered 
the corps of Engineers as Heu- 
tenant. At an early age he be- 
came favourably ^own by his 
scientific attainments^ which led to 
his appointment as Professor of 
Mechanics in the Military Academy, 
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in the School of Artillery, and in 
the University of Tnrm, and to his 
election, in 1839, as a member of 
the Academy of Sciences in that 
city. He attained the rank of 
captain in 1848. Sent by King 
Charles Albert on a mission into 
the Italian duchies, he exerted him- 
self to procure a vote in favour of 
union with the Subalpine kingdom. 
He was next elected to the Chamber 
of Deputies, and attached as chief 
officer first to the Ministry of War, 
and next to that of Foreign Afiairs. 
These functions he resigned on the 
accession to power of G-ioberti, but 
he resumed them after the defeat 
at Novara. In the war of Italian 
independence Count Menabrea, who 
had been advanced to the rank of 
major-general, and placed at the 
head of the engmeering department 
of the army, executed several im- 
portant works, including the in- 
vestment of Peschiera, and was 
present at the battles of Palestro 
and Solferino. On the cession of 
his native province to Prance, he 
determined to retain his Italian 
nationality. Soon afterwards he 
was nominated a Senator by King 
Victor Emanuel. He was also made 
lieutenant-general, and conducted 
the military operations at Ancona, 
Capua, and Gaeta. In 1861 he 
became Minister of Marine in the 
administration of Baron Eicasoli, 
and in 1866 he was sent to Germany, 
where, as plenipotentiary of Italy, 
he signed the Treaty of Prague. 
In 1867 he was intrusted by the 
king, whose first aide-de-camp he 
had been for some time previously, 
with the formation of a cabinet in 
which he held the portfolio of 
Foreign Affairs, besides being 
President of the Council j and not- 
withstanding numerous financial 
difficulties, and the complications 
of the ]Roman question, he remained 
in power tiU Nov., 1869, when a 
new Cabinet was formed by Signor 
Lanza. Gen. Menabrea was sent as 
ambassador to Vienna in Nov., 1870, 
but was recalled in the following 


year. He was appointed Ambas- 
sador at the Court of St. James's m 
May, 1876. He was subsequently 
appomted Ambassador at Pans. 
Ennobled in 1843, he was created a 
Count in 1861, and Marquis de Val- 
Dora in 1875. 

MEECIEE, Charles, was born 
at Clapham, Surrey, June 9, 1834. 
He IS a descendant of Philip Mercier, 
the distinguished Huguenot portrait 
painter, and is himself an artist. 
He has, since 1862, served in the 
6th Eoyal Lancashire Militia (now 
forming part of the Manchester 
Eegiment), of which he is the senior 
Major. He has painted numberless 
public portraits of distinguished 
and representative men ; amongst 
others, Thomas Wright, the Prison 
Philanthropist, for subscribers, who 
presented the picture with great 
ceremony to the City of London j 
the King of the Belgians, for the 
Volunteers of Great Britain, from 
whom his Majesty received the pic- 
ture in state , the late Prince Eoyal 
of Belgium by command of the 
King, Lord Napier of Magdala, 
and the late Lords Derby and 
Mayo, for the Junior Carlton Club j 
the National Thanksgiving at St. 
PauTs Cathedrals the late Eight 
Hon. George Ward Hunt, M.P, 
First Lord of the Admiralty, which 
was hung in the House of Commons ; 
General Sir James Lindsay, and 
other men of note, for the borough 
of Wigan j Mr. Massey, M.P., for 
the boroughs of Salford and Tiver- 
ton; Mr. James Crossley, F.E.S. 
(the Lancashire Bibliopohst), for 
the Manchester Free Library ; Mr. 
Charles Eeade, D.C.L, ; the Hon. 
D. C. Macpherson, Speaker of the 
Canadian Senate j this picture was 
commissioned by the Dominion 
Government. Major Mercier’s most 
important work is one m which the 
members of the Disraeli Mmistry 
are represented assembled in Cabi- 
net Council in Downing Street. 
Another important work is the 
Distribution of the Eoyal Maun- 
day Bounty, which contains, in 
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addition to portraits of the Prin- 
cess of Wales and sons, portraits 
of many of the leading clergy of 
the day. Major Mercier has re- 
ceived testimonials from members 
of the Auxiliary Forces expressive 
of admiration for the manner in 
■which he conducted the Yolunteer 
visits to Belgium and France , and 
in 1877, a purse of sovereigns, a 
clock, and an illuminated address 
from a number of subscribers, on 
retiring from the Hospital Satur- 
day Fund, which was founded by 
him; and in connection with the 
same movement, one from the work- 
ing men of Southwark. Major 
Mercier is Treasurer of St. John's 
Hospital for Diseases of the Skin, 
and has taken a prominent part in 
the political questions of the day. 

MEEEDITH, Gboroe, novelist, 
born in Hampshire, about 1828, and 
educated partly in G-ermany, was 
brought up to the law, which he 
quitted for literature. He has writ- 
ten Poems," 1851 , ''The Shaving 
of Shagpat, an Arabian Entertain- 
ment," a burlesque prose poem, 
1855; "Farina, a Legend of Co- 
logne,^* 1857 ; " The Ordeal of 
Eichard Feveril," a philosophical 
novel, bearing upon the more serious 
questions of moral education, 1859; 
"Evan Harrington," a seri^ tale 
of modem life, first printed in Once 
a Week, and republished in a sepa- 
rate form, 1861; "Modem Love: 
Poems and Ballads," 1862; "Emilia 
in England," 1864 ; "Ehoda Flem- 
ing," 1865 ; " Yittoria,” 1866 ; 

"The Adventures of Harry Edch- 
mond,” 1871; "The Egoist," a 
novel, 3 vols., 1879; "The Tragic 
Comedians,” 2 vols., 1881, a novel 
founded on the life and tragic fate 
of Ferdmand Lassalle, the German 
socialist; and "Poems and Lyrics 
of the Joy of Earth,” 1883. 

MEEEDITH, Mes. Louisa, 
whose maiden name was Miss 
Louisa Twamley, was bom at Bir- 
mingham in 1812, where she was 
brought up carefully by her mother. 
At first she determined to devote 


herself to artistic studies ; but pub- 
lished, at the age of twenty, a 
volume of " Poems,” illustrated by 
herself. Encouraged by its success, 
she wrote her " Eomance of Nature, 
or the Flower Seasons Illustrated," 
a poetical work, illustrated wi'bh 
plates engraved and coloured after 
her own designs. In 1836 she con- 
tributed some illustrated poems to 
a volume of coloured groups of 
fiowers, entitled "Flora's Gems," 
and -wrote the first half of a narra- 
tive of a tour in South Wales, 
under the title of "Eoscoe's Wan- 
derings in South Wales and along 
the &ver Wye." Her " Autumn 
Eambles on tiie Wye," with illus- 
trations by David Cox, and " Our 
Wild Flowers Described,” appeared 
in 1839, in which year she was 
married to her cousin, Mr. C. 
Meredith, whom she accompanied 
to Sydney. After residing there 
for a year they removed to Tas- 
mania, where she wrote "Notes and 
Sketches of New South Wales," a 
narrative of her voyage out, and of 
her first impressions of the colony, 
which appeared in "Murray's Home 
and Colonial Library." " My Home 
in Tasmania,” illustrated by 
sketches from her own pencil, and 
that of the bishop (Dr. Nixon), 
appeared in 1852-3 ; " Some of my 
Bush Friends in Tasmania," in 
1859 ; an account of a -visit paid to 
Yictoria and Melbourne in 1856, 
xmder the "bitle of " Over the Straits, 
a Yisit to Yictoria and " Loved 
and LosV' told in gossip verse, and 
illustrated by her own pencil, in 
1860. Her husband has been a 
member for the county of Glamor- 
gan in the local House of Assembly, 
and was for some time Colonial 
Treasurer of Tasmania. 

MEEIYALE, The Yeet Eev. 
Chaeles, D.D., son of the late John 
H. Merivale, Esq , of Barton Place, 
Devon, and bro-tlier of the late Mr. 
Herman Merivale, bom in 1808, 
was educated at Harrow, Hailey- 
bury, and St. John's College, Cam- 
bridge, of which he was successively 
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scliolar, fellow^ and tutor. He took 
Ms B.A. degree in Mgh. honours in 
1830j was a select Preacher before 
the University of Cambridge in 
1838-40^ one of the Preachers at 
WMtehall in 1839-41^ Hulsean Lec- 
turer at Cambridge in 1861^ and 
Boyle Lecturer in 1864 and 1865 
He was rector of Lawford^ Essex, 
1848-70; Chaplain to the Speaker 
of the House of Commons from 1863 
to 1869 ; and was installed Dean of 
Ely, Dec. 29, 1869. He is the 
author of a History of the Eomans 
under the Empire,^^ published in 
1850-62 ; Boyle Lectures," 1864, 
1865 ; " Translation of Homer's 
IHad," in English rhymed verse, 
2 vols , 1869 , Ceneral History of 
Eome from the Foundation of the 
City to the Fall of Augustulus, 
B.c. 753- A.D. 476," 8vo, London, 
1875 j and " Lectures on Early 
Church History," 1879. 

MEEMILLOD, The Eioht Ebv. 
G-aspabd, D .D ., a Swiss prelate, bom 
at Carouge, near G-eneva, in 1824 ; 
embraced the ecclesiastical state at 
an early age, and in 1846 became 
parish priest of G-eneva. There he 
displayed remarkable activity, was 
mainly instrumental in raising the 
Church of Notre Dame, wMch was 
opened in 1857, and obtained great 
influence at Eome on account of his 
zeal and rare eloquence. In 1864 
he was consecrated Bishop of 
Hebron, i p.i., and. appointed Auxi- 
liary to the Bishop of Lausanne 
and Geneva, as Yicar-General. In 
1873, Pius IX. nominated him Yicar- 
Apostohc of Geneva, wMch was 
thus separated from the diocese of 
Lausanne. TMs act was considered 
as the creation of a new MerarcMcal 
office in the Canton without the 
consent of the Government. Con- 
sequently on Feb. 17, the Bishop 
was exiled, and it was added, tMs 
decree is to hold good as long as the 
person elected shall not declare to 
the Federal Council, or to the Go- 
vernment of Geneva, that he re- 
nounces the functions conferred 
upon Mm, contrary to the decisions 


'Of the Cantonal and Federal autho- 
rities." For ten years. Bishop 
MermiUod was absent from his 
flock, yet ever active in Ms zealous 
labours for the Catholic Faith m 
France, in Eome, and in other parts 
of Europe, being regarded as one of 
the most eminent prelates of the 
Eoman Church. Exactly ten years 
after his exile, Leo XIII., on March 
24, 1883, preconised Mgr. Mer- 
millod Bishop of Lausanne and 
Geneva, m wMch capacity he re- 
turned to Ms flock. Bishop Mer- 
miUod has published numerous 
"Sermons," "Conferences," "Dis- 
courses," and other works on theo- 
logical topics. 

METTEENICH (Prince De), 
Eichard Clement Joseph Lo- 
thaire Hermann, diplomatist, son 
of the famous statesman Prince 
Metternich, bom at Yienna, Jan. 7, 
1829, was educated as a diplomatist, 
became attached to the Austrian 
embassy at Paris in 1852, and was 
made Secretary of Legation there 
in Dec., 1854. In the comphcations 
which arose in 1859, before the 
Italian war broke out, Pnnce Met- 
termch was entrusted by the Aus- 
trian government with a special 
mission to Paris, and at the close 
of the war he became Ambassador 
of Austria at the French court, 
which position he retained till Deo., 
1871. He was named Hereditary 
Councillor of the Austrian Empire, 
April 18, 1861, and Councillor in 
Nov., 1864. 

METEICK, The Ebv.Frederick, 
M. A., born in 1826, was educated at 
TriMty College, Oxford, of which 
he was successively scholar, fellow, 
and tutor; graduated B.A. ia 
honours in 1847, and has since held 
the University offices of Select 
Preacher and Public Examiner. 
He was appointed one of Her 
Majesty’s 'WMtehall Preachers in 
1856, Inspector of Schools in 1859, 
and became Eector of Blickling with 
Erpingham, in Norfolk, in 1869, 
He was the cMef agent in estab- 
lisMng the Anglo - Continental 
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Society, for making known in for- 
eign countries tlie prmciples of tke 
Englisk Clinrch, and with, that ob- 
ject in view has edited many dog- 
matic and controversial treatises in 
Latin, Italian, Spanish, &c. He 
has written Practical Working of 
the Church in Spain,^^ published in 
1851 5 The Moral Theology of the 
Church of Eome,” in 1857 ; “ The 
Outcast and Poor of London,^^ in 
1858 , The Wisdom of Piety," in 
1859 ; But isn^t Kingsley right 
after all?^^ '^On Dr. Newman^s 
Eejection of Liguori's Doctrine of 
Equivocation," in 1864; and has 
contributed to Dr. Smithes '^Dic- 
tionary of the Bible," and to the 
Commentary on the Bible edited by 
Canon Cook. 

MICHAEL (Grand Dttke), 
Nicolaievitch, brother of the late 
Alexander II., Emperor of Eussia, 
and fourth son of the late Czar 
Nicholas I., was born Oct. 13 (25), 
1832. He is a General and Grand 
Master of Artillery, General Aide- 
de-Camp to the Czar, Governor- 
General of the Caucasus, and head 
of several regiments of artillery, 
cavalry, and infantry. In the 
recent war between Eussia and 
Turkey the Grand Duke Michael 
had the chief command of the 
army of the Caucasus. He mar- 
ried, in Aug., 1857, Olga-Peodo- 
rovna (formerly Cecilia Augusta), 
daughter of the late Leopold, 
Grand Duke of Baden. The eldest 
of his children is the Grand Duke 
Nicholas, who was bom in 1859. 

MICHEL, Pbancisqtje Xavier, 
a French antiquary, bom at Lyons, 
Feb. 18, 1809, commenced his 
studies in his native city, and com- 
pleted them at Paris, in the Col- 
lege Charlemagne. After having 
composed a couple of historical ro- 
mances, he devoted himself exclu- 
sively to antiquarian researches, 
and between the years 1830 and 
1833 edited several works written 
in France in mediseval times, such 
as " La Chronique de Duguesclin," 
"Les Chansons de Coucy," "Ma- 


homet," and " Le Lai d'Havelok le 
Danois." In 1835 M. Guizot, then 
Minister of Public Instruction, 
commissioned M. Michel to make 
researches respecting French history 
and literature in the libraries of 
England. He was decorated with 
the Legion of Honour in 1838, and 
appointed Professor of Foreign 
literature at Bordeaux in 1839. 
M. Michel has edited from the 
original MSS. a large number of 
chronicles, poems, and other works, 
written in ihench, Anglo-Saxon, or 
English, between the eleventh and 
fourteenth centuries ,* has trans- 
lated into French the works of 
Sterne and Goldsmith, and a selec- 
tion from the writings of Shakes- 
peare 5 and has displayed his vast 
erudition in a number of original 
works. Among the latter are, 
"Histoire des Eaces Maudites de 
la France et de TEspagne," 2 vols., 
1847 , " Le Livre d'Or des Metiers," 
2 vols., 1851-4 5 " History of Hotels, 
Taverns, and Cafes, written in col- 
laboration with M. Edouard Four- 
nier ; " Histoire des Tissus de Soie 
au Mbyen Age," 2 vols., 1852-4; 
"Les icoBsais en France et les 
Fran^ais en Ecosse," 2 vols., 1862 ; 
"H[istoire du Commerce et de la 
Navigation £b Bordeaux, prmcipale- 
ment sous T Administration An- 
glaise," 2 vols , 1867-71 ; and " A 
Critic^ Inquiry into the Scottish 
Lanj^ge, with- the view of illus- 
trating the rise and progress of 
civilisation in Scotland," 1882. 

MIDHAT PASHA, a Turkish 
statesman, the son of a Cadi (civil 
judge), was bom at Constantinople 
in 1822, and educated there. When 
he was 23 years old he acted as 
secretary to two commissions ap- 
pointed in the reign of Sultan 
Abdul Medjid for the amelioration 
of the provmces and the introduc- 
tion of reforms. In this capacity 
he visited first Konieh and then 
Castamouni. Next he was ap- 
pointed Chief of the Bureau of 
Confidential Eeports, and soon 
I afterwards employed in a mission 
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to Syria to inquire into tlie finances 
of tiie country and their applica- 
tion. On his return to Constanti- 
nople he was made second secretary 
to the G-rand Council of State, hut 
he held that office only for a short 
time. He was next employed to 
put down brigandage in Roumelia. 
In the words of Captain Gambier, 
‘^■the steps taken by Midhat were 
prompt and effective. In a short 
time the roads became agam safe. 
The detached bands of brigands 
were hunted down and shot; the 
bodies of ^e underhand and sneak- 
ing agents of secret societies swung 
wamingly from hundreds of gib- 
bets ; whilst by every possible out- 
let fled in precipitate haste the 
vermin of foreign intri^e.'^ On 
his return to Constantinople he 
became a member of the Grand 
Council at the age of 35, and soon 
afterwards he was appointed to the 
temporary governorship of Bul- 
garia, where he adopted violent 
measures for the repression of inci- 
pient rebellion. Subsequently he 
paid a short visit to Europe, where 
he studied the different Constitu- 
tions that presented themselves to 
him. He next became secretary of 
the Grand Council; and in 1860 
Governor of the province of Hish, 
and the provinces of Hscup and 
Prisrend, being created Pasha at 
the same time. There he intro- 
duced various reforms with such 
success ^at the Government re- 
solved to extend them throughout 
aU the provinces of the Ottoman 
Empire. Midhat was recalled to 
the capital, where the Sultan re- 
ceived him with marked honours, 
and requested him to associate 
himself with Fuad and Aali Pashas 
to draw up laws on the basis of his 
system of administration. The 
result of the labours of these three 
Commissioners is known as the Law 
of the Vilayets, which, if properly 
executed, is adequate to ensure 
prosperity, and to protect the lives 
and property of all nationalities 
and creeds in the Turkish Empire. 1 


It provides in substance for the 
separation of the executive and 
judicial powers, the organisation 
of civil and criminal tribunals, of 
administrative councils and general 
councils, and the admission of 
Christians to those councils as well 
as to the tribunals. Midhat Pasha 
was then nommated Governor- 
General of the Vilayet of the 
Danube (geographical Bulgaria), 
which numbers upwards of 3,000,000 
of inhabitants, and he was entrusted 
with the task of applying the new 
law to that province (1864). The 
work of the Ottoman reformer was 
carried on in the midst of obstacles 
of every kind, and struggles caused 
by the spirit of reaction and of 
routine. Midhat ruled well and 
wisely for three years, during which 
time he constructed more th^ 2,000 
miles of road, built 1,400 or 1,600 
bridges, with schools, hospitals, and 
other public institutions, including 
three great schools of arts and 
manufactures at Bustchuk, Hish, 
and Sofla. In 1866 he was recalled 
to Constantinople to preside over 
the Council of State, which, under 
his direction, rapidly assumed an 
importance capable, in certam 
cases, of holding in check the 
Ministry and even the Palace. In 
that heterogeneous assembly, where 
men of all sects, creeds, and nation- 
alities in the Empire met, he was 
able to preserve harmony and to 
enforce proper behaviour. While 
he was in the midst of these peace- 
ful labours a fresh revolt broke out 
in Bulgaria, to which province Mid- 
hat was again sent to restore order. 
Tliis he did most promptly and? 
effectively. He was next appointed 
Governor of the province of Bag- 
dad, which was in a most turbulent 
state, and which he succeeded in 
pacifying. Beturning to the capital 
he boldly warned the Sultan Abdul 
Aziz of the danger of an attempt 
to change the succession to the 
throne, and denounced Mahmoud 
Hedhim, the Grand Vizier, and his 
colleagues as traitors and intriguers

whose conduct would bring the 
Crown itself into disrepute and 
odium. The upshot was that Mid- 
hat was made Grand Yizier, and 
Mahmoud Nedhim dismissed. His 
fall waSj howeverj almost as sudden 
as his rise, owing to the intrigues 
of the Palace party. After a short 
time he was made Minister of Jus- 
tice, but being baulked in every 
attempt at the introduction of 
reform in this department he 
handed in his resignation, and was 
soon afterwards sent as Governor 
to Salonica, but he soon returned 
to Constantinople, where he lived 
quietly and unemployed till 18^6, 
when he again accepted the Ministry 
of Justice, though only again to 
hold it for a very brief period. 
Midhat Pasha and Hussein Avni, 
who by this time had become Grand 
Vizier, after vainly urging on the 
Sultan the absolute necessity of 
reform, determined to depose him. 
This was accordingly done May 31, 
1876, and Abdul Aziz was conveyed 
across the Golden Horn to the Old 
Seraglio, where he committed sui- 
cide or was murdered shortly after- 
wards. Murad V. ascended the 
throne, but he also was soon de- 
posed on the alleged ground of 
insanity. When the present Sultan, 
Abdul - Hamid II., came to the 
throne. Midhat Pasha was for the 
second time appointed Grand Vizier, 
Dee. 19, 1876, and the new Consti- 
tution establishing an Imperial 
Ottoman Parliament was immedi- 
ately promulgated. His enemies 
soon triumphed over Midhat, and 
by their intrigues induced the Sul- 
tan to dismiss and banish him 
Feb. 6, 1877, “ in accordance with 
article 113 of the new Constitu- 
tion.-’' Edhem Pasha succeeded 
him as Grand Vizier. Midhat 
Pasha nqw visited France, Eng- 
land, and other countries of Europe. 
In Sept, 1878, he obtained per- 
mission to reside in Crete, and in 
•Nov. the same year he was ap- 
pointed Governor-General of Syria 
for a term of five years, replacing 


Djevet Pasha, who had made him- 
self obnoxious to tho population. 
In 1881 Midhat and several other 
Pashas were arrested, and, after a 
judicial investigation of a doubtful 
character (July 27-29), convicted of 
complicity in the murder of the 
late Sultan Abdul Aziz. He, and 
eight others, were condemned to 
death, but the sentence was com- 
muted to imprisonment for life, 
and Midhat was sent to the south 
of Arabia. 

MIGNET, Fbakqois Auq-itstb 
Mabie, historian, born at Aix 
(Bouches-du-Eh6ne), May 8, 1796, 
was educated at Avignon, and hav- 
ing finished his university course, 
studied law at his native town, 
where he had M. Thiers for his 
fellow-student. He won the prize 
offered by the Academy of Aix for 
an 4loge on Charles VII., and soon 
after took up his residence in Paris, 
where he lodged with M Thiers. 
His dissertation on Feudalism, and 
the Institutions and Legislations of 
St. Louis, -written for a prize pro- 
posed by the Academic des Inscnp- 
tions, was pulilished in 1822 ; his 
"Histoiro de la Hi? volution Fran- 
9 aise de 1789 h 181V’ in 1621.; 
"Histoire de Marie Stuart/' in 
1851 j Charles Quint," in 185 1 ; 
and 3l)logos Historiques," in 1861. 
Translations of some of those -works 
have been published in England. 
He became one of tho contributors 
to the Courricr Frant^aisc, while his 
friend M. Thiers was -writing in the 
Consiitutionnel ; and both remained 
until 1830 faithful to these journals#, 
then the organs of the most ad- 
vanced opposition. As M. Mignet, 
by signing tbe protest of the press 
against the decrees of July, had 
risked his person and liberty, the 
new government recompensed him 
by appomting him Director of the 
Archives of tlio Foreign Ministry. | 
Shortly afterwards he was nomi- 
nated an Extraordinary Councillor 
of State, and commissioned to sup- 
port the budget through the discus- 
sions in tho Chamber in the sessions

of 1832 and 1835. He became a 
member of the Institutej in the sec- 
tion of Moral and Political Sciences^ 
in 1832, and on the death of Charles 
Comte was appointed its Perpetual 
Secretary. In the discharge of 
these functions he has had occasion 
to present to the Academy sketches 
of the lives and works of deceased 
members, a number of which have 
been collected and published under 
the title of " Notices et Memoires 
Historiques ; and in 1837 the 
Academy elected him one of its 
members, in the place of M. Eay- 
nouard. After the breakmg out of 
the revolution of Feb., 1848, M. de 
Lamartine, on taking possession of 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, re- 
moved M. Mignet from the office of 
Director of Archives, suspecting his 
anti-republican opinions. He was 
promoted Commander of the Legion 
of Honour, May 5, 1840. His latest 
work is, " HivaHte de Fran 90 is ler. 
et de Charles Quint,'^ vols. i. and ii., 
1875. He resigned the secretary- 
ship of the Academy of Moral and 
Political Sciences in Oct., 1882. 

MILAN OBEENOVITCH I , 
King of Servia, grandson of Ephraim 
Obrenovitch, brother of Milos, and 
consequently second cousin of 
Prince Micfciel, who is noticed in 
previous editions of this work, was 
bom Aug. 10, 1854, at Jassy, of a 
Moldavian mother, who had married 
the only son of Prmce Ephraim. 
He was adopted by Prince Michael, 
who had no children by his mar- 
riage with Julia Hunyadi, and was 
sent by him, in 1864, to Paris to be 
educated at the Ljc6e Louis-le- 
Grand. The youth^s studies were 
interrupted by the events of 1868, 
and the assassination of Michael 
Obrenovitch. Hastening to Servia, 
he was proclaimed Prince in July of 
that year, the government of the 
country being intrusted, during his 
minority, to a Council of Begejicy, 
consistmg of Messrs Blaznavatz, 
Bistics, and Garrilovics, three able 
and patriotic men, who continued 
the liberal and reforming policy 


commenced by Michael III. Their 
regency terminated with the coro- 
nation of Prince Milan IV.; but 
M. Bistics continued to possess the 
confidence of the Prince, who was 
only eighteen years of age when he 
was crowned in Belgrade cathedral, 
Aug. 22, 1872. On June 12, 1876, 
Prince Milan issued a proclama- 
tion stating that the insurrection 
in the Turkish provinces has 
found its way to the frontiers of 
Servia, enclosing the whole Prin- 
cipality by an iron band,” which 
had compelled him '^to place 
his people under arms.'^ Shortly 
afterwards (June 22), he sent what 
may be called a threatemng letter 
to the Grand Vizier, and then he 
formally proclaimed (June 30) that 
he intended to 3 oin his arms to 
those of Bosnia and Herzegovina in 
order to secure the hberation of the 
Slavonic Christians from the yoke 
of the Porte. On July 2, a joint 
declaration of war was sent by the 
Prince of Servia and the Hospodar 
of Montenegro to the Turkish Go- 
vernment, their troops crossing the 
frontier at the same time. The 
Prince departed from Belgrade ( J uly 
24), to assume the command of the 
Servian troops in the field ; but he 
soon returned to his capital (Aug. 
12), and appointed the Bussian 
general, Tchernayeff, to the com- 
mand of the Servian forces. On 
Sept. 1, an important battle under 
the walls of Alexinatz resulted in 
the complete defeat of the Servian 
army. The great Powers now in- 
terposed, but the negociations for 
the suspension of hostilities were 
delayed by an ill-advised step which 
Prince Milan, at the instigation of 
General Tchernayeff, was induced 
to take. On Sept. 16, he was pro- 
claimed King of Servia at Deligrad, 
although, upon the general expres- 
sion of disapproval which followed, 
his Highness appeared disposed to 
disclaim any active share in the 
performance. War broke out again, 
and the Servian army, though 
largely reinforced by Bussian vo- 
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lunteers — men as weU as officers — 
was ignominioiisly beaten. On Oct. 
31, the Turks captured the town of 
Alexinatz, and on the following day 
Deligrad was captured, thus leaving 
the road to Belgrade completely 
open. A peace was now concluded 
between Turkey and Servia on 
favourable terms to the latter. 
When, however, Eussia made war 
upon Turkey, Prince Milan saw an 
opportunity of gainmg complete in- 
dependence, and a proclamation of 
the Servian G-ovemment, dated 
Leo. 14, 1877, made known that the 
Servian army was immediately to 
cross the Turkish frontier, which 
they did on the following day, under 
the command of Generals Lesjanin 
and Benitzki. After the close of 
the war the independence of Servia 
was recognized, and its boundaries 
defined by the Treaty of Berhn 
(July 13, 1878) . Prince Milan mar- 
ried, Oct. 17, 1875, Miss Natalie, 
daughter of the late Eussian Colo- 
nel Kesohko, by his wife Pulcheria, 
Princess of Stourdza. Servia was 
proclaimed a kingdom under "King 
Milan I. on March 6, 1882. On 
Oct. 23, in that year, as the King 
and Queen were entering the ca- 
thedral of Belgrade, Madame Mar- 
kovitch, widow of Lieutenant-colo- 
nel Markovitch, who had been shot 
for a dynastic conspiracy five years 
previously, fired at his Majesty, 
missing him and wounding a female 
on-looker in the thigh. The at- 
tempted assassination took place 
just after the King's return from 
Eustchuk, whither he had gone to 
visit Prince Alexander of Bulgaria. 
King Milan has a son, the Crown 
Prince Alexander, born Aug. 14, 
1876. 

MILLAIS, John Evbbbtt, E.A., 
son of John William Millais, Esq., 
by Mary, daughter of Eichard 
Evermy, Esq., and widow of Enoch 
Hodgkinson, Esq., was born at 
Southampton in 1829. The family 
of Millais has held for centuries a 
place among the lesser landholders 
of tbe island of Jersey, where the , 


name doubtless existed long prior 
to the Norman conquest of England. 
At the early age of nine he began 
his art education in Mr. Sass's 
Academy, and two years later he 
became a student at the Eoyal Aca- 
demy, where he gained the principal 
prizes for drawing. He gained his 
first medal at the Society of Arts 
when only nine. “ Pizarro seizing 
the Inca of Peru,^^ hisfii’st exhibited 
picture, was at the Academy in 
1846, followed by ^'Lmistan's Emis- 
saries seizing Queen Elgiva,^'’and a 
colossal cartoon at the Westminster 
Hall competition, '*The Widow^s 
Mite,” in 1817, and the picture of 
^^The Tribe of Benjamin seizing 
the Laughters of Shiloh,” at the 
British Institution in 1818. Kent's 
Isabella ” was the subject of his 
pencil in 1849. While a student in 
the Academy's schools, his taste 
had tacitly rebelled against the 
routine conventions of academic 
teaching, and, strengthened in that 
feeling by such specimens of early 
Italian art as fell in their way, he 
and his friends, William Holman 
Hunt and Lante Gabriel Eossetti, 
resolved to study nature as it ap- 
peared to them, not as it appeared 
in ‘■'the antique.” These views 
were afterwards adopted by Charles 
Collins and other younger painters, 
who were termed, half in jest and 
half in earnest, the "Pre-Eaphaelite 
School.” Por a short time the 
artists tried to enforce their views 
by the pen as well as the brush, in 
a short-lived periodical. The Gem, 
or Art and Poetry, which appeared 
in 1850. The principal works exe- 
cuted by Mr. ISlillais under the in- 
fluence of his new convictions are a 
mystical picture of " Our Saviour,” 
and "Ferdinand lured by Ariel,” 
in 1850 j " Mariana in the Moated 
Grange,” and the " Woodman's 
Laughter,” in 1851 j and "The 
Huguenot'^ and "Ophelia,” in 1862, 
Mr. Euskin came, in 1861, to the

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had been for some years, appointed 
him secretary to the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs, which post he re- 
tained till the peace of Yillafranca. 
Being elected a member and presi- 
dent of the Assembly of the Eo- 
magna, he superintended, with 
General Fanti, the military organi- 
sation of the province of ^Emilia, 
and gave a great impulse to the 
annexation movement When the 
annexation was accomplished he 
was returned by the electors of his 
native city as deputy to the Italian 
Parliament. He was appointed 
Minister of the Interior in Cavour’s 
last cabinet in Oct., 1860, and re- 
tained his portfolio in thei adminis- 
tration of Eicasoli j but on his scheme 
for the internal organisation of the 
new kingdom on Qie basis of pro- 
vincial liberties being rejected by 
the Chambers, he resigned his office, 
and was elected Yice-President of 
the Parliament for the session of 
1861. After the fall of the Eattazzi 
ministry, however, he again ac- 
cepted office in March, 1863, as 
President of the Council, with the 
portfolio of Finance. On quitting 
the cabinet, he was nominated, in 
July, 1868, ambassador of the court 
of St. James’s. Subsequently he 
was for a short time Minister of 
Agriculture under Signor Mena- 
brea, and more recently he was 
ambassador at Yienna, but was re- 
called, at his own request, in Hov., 
1870, being replaced by General 
Manabrea. On July 10, 1873, a new 
Italian ministry, under the presi- 
dency of Signor Minghetti, was 
sworn in at Eome. He was at first 
Minister of Finance and afterwards 
of Foreign Affairs. His ministry 
resigned March 19, 1876, when it 
was replaced by a Ministry of the 
Left under Signor Depretis. Signor 
Minghetti’k minor writings have 
been collected and published in one 
volume in Florence, with the title 
of “Opusculi Letterari ed Eeono- 
mici di Marco Minghetti," 1872. 
Since his retirement he has written 
"Le Donne Italiane nelle Belle arti 


al secolo XY. e XYI.," published in 
1877, and ^^La Chiesa e lo Stato,^ 
Milan, 1878. 

MIOLAH-CAEYALHO, Madame 
Mabie Caboline, vocalist, born at 
Marseilles, Dec. 31, 1827, was edu- 
cated at a school in the neighbour- 
hood, and shortly afterwards en- 
tered the Conservatoire of Paris, 
where she remained for two years, 
under Duprez. Having carried off 
the first prize at the Conservatoire, 
she made a tour through the prin- 
cipal cities of France, in which she 
sang m concerts in company with 
her master, and on her return to 
Paris made her ddhut at the Grand 
Opera with brilliant success, in 
''Lucia di Lammermoor," and the 
second act of " La Juive." She was 
immediately afterwards engaged at 
the Op6ra Comique, where she ap- 
peared in Auber’s " Ambassadrico," 
and, later, in "Le Caid” and "Gir- 
alda," the latter having been com- 
posed expressly for her by Adolphe 
Adam. She sang in " Aot(5on," 
"Les Mysttres d’XJdolpho," "La 
Cour de Celimene,” " Les Hoces de 
Jeanette,'' and " Le Habab," all 
written for her. In 1853 Mdlle. 
Miolan was married to M L6on 
Carvaille, called Carvalho, director 
of the Theatre Lyrique, of which 
establishment she at once became 
the prima donna, singing in " Fan- 
chonette," "Margot," "La Eeine 
Topaze," "La Marguerite," "Les 
Noces de Figaro," and other new 
operas. On the deatli of Madame 
Bosio, in 1859, Mr. Gye was recom- 
mended by M. Meyerbeer to supply 
her place with Madame Miolan- 
Carvalho, who appeared, July 20, in 
the character of Dinorah, and at 
once became a favourite. Duiing 
her second season in London, she 
was completely established as one 
of the first operatic singers of the 
day. She was the original Mar- 
guerite in Gounod’s opera of 
"Faust," and appeared at the 
Eoyal Italian Opera of London in 
that character with great success 
in 1863. 
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MITCHELL, Donald Grant, 
LL.D , bom at Norwich, Connecti- 
cut, m April, 1822 He graduated 
at Yale College in 1811, studied 
law, travelled in Europe, and, m 
1847, published "" Fresh Gleanings, 
or a New Sheaf from the Old Fields 
of Continental Europe,"" under the 
pseudonym of Ik Marvel."" In 
184-8 he was again in Europe, and 
wrote, under his former pseudonym, 
^^The Battle Summer,"" 1849. He- 
turnmg to New York, he published, 
anonymously, ''The Lorgnette,"" a 
series of satirical sketches of society, 
1850. In the same year appeared 
" The Eeveries of a Bachelor,"" fol- 
lowed in 1851 by “Dream Life."" 
In 1853 he was appointed United 
States Consul at Venice, where he 
remained two years, and made col- 
lections for a '' History of the 
Venetian Bepublic."" Eeturning to 
America in 1855, he purchased a 
fine farm at Edgewood, near New 
Haven, Connecticut, where he now 
resides. From 1869 to 1870 ho was 
editor of Hearth and Home, In 1873 
he was a XJ. S Commissioner at 
the Pans Exposition. Ho has pub- 
lished, “ Fudge Doings,"" 1854 ; 
“My Farm at Edgewood,"" 1803; 
“Wet Days at Edgewood,"" 1864 j 
“ Seven Stories, with Basement and 
Attic,"" 1864; “Dr. Johns,"" 1866;

MITCHELL, Maria, born at 
Nantucket, Massachusetts, Aug. 1, 
1818 For astronomy and its cog- 
nate branches she had a strong pre- 
dilection, and at an early age became 
an active assistant of her father, 
who was himself a teacher and an 
astronomer of some note, and car- 
ried on a series of independent 
observations In 1847 she dis- 
covered a telescopic comet, for which 
she received a gold medal from the 
Kmg of Denmark. She calculated 
the elements of this comet, and 
communicated them to the Smith- 
sonian Institution ; and was subse- 
quently employed on the Coast

MIYAET, St. Ceoboe, P.E.S., 
was bom at 39, Brook Street, Gros- 
venor Square, London, Nov. 30, 
1827, and educated at Clapham 
Grammar School, Harrow School, 
King’s College, London, and finally 
at St. Mary’s College, Oscott, being 
prevented from going to Oxford (as 
intended) through having jomed 
the Eoman Cathohc Church in 1844. 
He was called to the bar at Lincoln’s 
Inn in 1851 j appointed Lecturer of 
St. Mary’s Hospital Medical School 
in 1862 j elected a Fellow of the 
Eoyal Society in 1867; Yice-Preai- 
dent of the Zoological Society m 
1869 and 1882; Secretary of the 
Linnsean Society in 1874 ; and Pro- 
fessor of Biology at University Col- 
lege, Kensing&n, in 1874; created 
a Ph.D. (Borne) in 1876. Mr. St. 
George Mivart is the author of 
various papers in the publications 
of the ^yal, the Linnasan, and the 
Zoological Societies, from 1864 to 
1878, "On the Zoology, Anatomy, 
and Classification of Apes and 
Lemurs, especially on the Osteology 
of the Limbs compared with the 
Limbs of Man” (Phil. Trans.) ; 
"The Myology of the Echidnss, 
Agouti, Hyrax, Iguana, and certain 
Tailed-Batraciians ; ” "The Oste- 
ology of Birds;” "The Sciatic 
Plexus of Beptiles;” "The Struc- 
ture of the Fins of Fishes, and the 
Nature and Genesis of the Limbs 
and Limb-Girdles of Vertebrate Ani- 
mals generally ; ” "A Memoir on the 
Inseetivora,”pubhshed in the Cam- 
bridge JouTTial of Anatomy and Phy- 
sio logy, ^d translated in the Anwaies 
des Sciences Naturelles; sundry 
papers in the Popular Science Pe- 
vieio, and articles in the Quarterly, 
Fortnightly, Dublin, and Contempo- 
rary ^lews from 1870. He has also 
published the following books; — 


" Genesis of Species,” 1871 (two edi- 
tions); "Lessons in Elementary 
Anatomy,” 1872 , "Man and Apes,” 
1873 ; "Lessons from Nature,” 1876 ; 
"Contemporary Evolution,” 1876; 
"Address to the Biological Section 
of the British Association,” 1879; 
"The Cat” (an introduction to the 
study of back-boned ammals), 1881 ; 

Nature and Thought” (an intro- 
duction to a natural philosophy), 
1883. Mr. St George Mivart also 
wrote the article "Apes,” in the new 
edition of the "Encydopfedia Britan- 
nica;” "Defence of Freedom and 
Liberty of Conscience” in the Dublin 
Review, 1876 , and " Examination of 
Mr. Herbert Spencer’s Psychology,” 
in the Dublin Review. He has de- 
livered lectures at the Zoological 
Gardens, Begent’s Park ; at the Lon- 
don Institution ; at Leeds, Birming- 
ham, Hull, Bradford, Halifax, Lei- 
cester, and elsewhere . He is known 
through the "Genesis of Species” 
as Mr. Darwin’s principal opponent 
—an opponent who, while fully as- 
serting evolution generally, denies 
that it is applicable to the human 
intellect, as also that " natural 
selection” is in any instance its 
cause. He represents the forma- 
tion of new species as due to one 
mode of action of that plastic innate 
power manifest on all hands in 
organic nature, as evidenced by the 
many instances cited. The author 
brings strongly forward the inde- 
pendent origin of similar siructures, 
insistence upon which is perhaps his 
principal contribution to physical 
philosophy. In his " Lessons from 
Nature” the author has pointed out 
the fundamental distinction between 
men and animals, distinctly defin- 
ing wherein the human intellect 
differs from the highest psychical 
actions of brutes. To this exposi- 
tion no reply has as yet been made. 

MOBEBLT, The Biq-ht Bev. 
Georoe, D.CL., Bishop of Salis- 
bury, son of Edward Moberly, Esq., 
merchant of St. Petersburg, by 
Sarah, daughter of John Cayley, 
Esq., Consul-General in Eussia, was 
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born at St. Petersburg in 1803. He 
was educated at Winchester School, 
whence he went to Balliol College, 
Oxford, where he graduated B A. 
in 1825, obtaining first class honours 
m htens humamoribus. In the fol- 
lowing year he gained the Chancel- 
lor's prize for the English essay, 
the subject being, "Whether a Rude 
or a Refined Age is the more favour- 
able to the Production of Works of 
Fiction ? ” He graduated M A m 
1828 and D.C.L. in 1836. In 1830, 
and again in 1833, he acted as one 
of the public examiners in the Clas- 
sical Schools, and, during some 
years, he was Tutor as well as 
Fellow of Balliol College. In 1835 
he was appointed to the head- 
mastership of Winchester School, 
from which he retired in 1866, when 
the Bishop of Winchester conferred 
on him the Rectory of Brighstone 
or Brixton, in the Isle of Wight. 
The Bishop of Chester gave him a 
canonry in his cathedral in 1868. 
Dr, Moberly was also on several 
occasions one of the Select Preachers 
at Oxford. In Sept., 1869, he was 
nominated by the Crown to the 
Bishopric of Salisbury on the de- 
cease of Dr. Hamilton. He is the 
author of " A Few Remarks on the 
Proposed Admission of Dissenters 
into the University of Oxford,” 
1834; "Practical Sermons,” 1838; 
" A Manual of Prayers for the Use 
of the Scholars of Wmchester Col- 
lege,” 1840, with a memoir of Bishop 
Ken; "The Sayings o? the Oreat 
Forty Days between the Resur- 
rection and Ascension, regarded as 
the Outlines of the Kingdom of 
Ood; in five Discourses: with an 
Examination of Mr. Newman's 
Theory of Developments,” 3rd edit., 
1846 ; 5th edit., 1875. (The " Exa- 
mination” is not contained in the 
1st edit., published in 1844). " Ser- 
mons Preached at Winchester Col- 
lege,” 1844; second series, with a 
preface on " Fagging,” 1848; "Ser- 
mons on the Beatitudes,” 1860, to 
th 0 second edition of which was 
added a preface relating to the 


recent volume of " Essays and Re- 
views,” “ Five Short Letters to Sir 
W Heathcote on the Studies and 
Disciplme of Public Schools,” 1861 ; 
"The Administration of the Holy 
Spirit in the Body of Christ,” 1868, 
being the Bampton Lectures for 
1868 , " Brighstone Sermons,” 1869 ; 
2nd edit, 1870; "Plain Sermons 
preached at Brighstone,” new edit., 
1874; and a great number of single 
sermons and charges to the clergy. 
Dr. Moberly was one of the " five 
clergymen” who published revised 
versions of the Epistle to the Romans 

a . Epistle to the Galatians, 
e of St. James (1870), the 
Gospel according to St. John (1857), 
the Epistle to the Corinthians, and 
other books of the New Testament. 

MOD JE SKA, Helena, an actress, 
born at Cracow about 1843. Her 
childhood was passed m the excit- 
ing atmosphere of Polish revolu- 
tion and patriotic enthusiasm. She 
early manifested a desire for the 
stage, and after her marriage, at 
the age of seventeen, with her 
guardian, a man much older than 
herself (whose name she still bears 
on the playbills), her aspirations 
were fulfilled, and a humble be- 
ginning was made with a company 
of strolling players. It was not, 
however, until after her husband's 
death in 1865, and her marriage 
three years later to M. Chlapowski, 
a Polish patriot and journalist, 
that she became the theatrical star 
and favourite of Warsaw, a position 
which she held until about 1876, 
when she and her husband emi- 
grated to America. Their experi- 
ences on a Californian farm were 
highly unprofitable. Mdme. Chla- 
powski soon began to suffer from 
stage nostalgia, and as her funds 
did not allow of her return to War- 
saw, the only course open to her 
was the apparently wildly impos- 
sible one of acting in English, her 
only knowledge of the language 
being at that tune derived from one 
of Ouida's novels, which it had taken 
her three montlm to get through. 
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Nevertheless she elected^ we are 
gravely told hy her hiographer, 
either to succeed ou the ionericau 
stage or to destroy herself^ aud 
having chosen the '^lovely spot” 
on the seashore where, in the case 
of failure, she would end her days, 
she proceeded to take lessons in 
EngHsh. After six months of 
study, she actually made her ap- 
pearance, in Aug , 1877, in an Eng- 
lish version of "Adrienne Lecou- 
vreur ” at a theatre in San Fran- 
cisco. She won the American 
public almost immediately, and 
achieved various triumphs on the 
other side of the Atlantic, and also 
in England. 

MOLESWORTH, auiLPOBD 
Li3srDSA.T, civil engineer, son of the 
Rev. John Edward Nassau Moles- 
worth, D.E., vicar of Rochdale, 
was bom at MUlbrook, Hants, in 
1828; educated at the college of 
Civil Engineers, Putney, afterwards 
served an apprenticeship to civil 
engineering under Mr. Eockray on 
the London and North - Western 
Railway, and also in mechanical 
engineering under Sir William 
Pairbaim at Manchester. Subse- 
quently he was employed in various 
railway and other e^meering 
works in connection with iron-works 
in South Wales. In 1852 he was 
'chief assistant - engmeer on the 
London, Brighton, and South Coast 
Railway, wMch he left in order to 
superintend the construction of 
bxuldings and machinery in the 
Royal Arsenal at Woolwich during 
the Crimean war. Afterwards he 
practised as a Consulting Engineer 
in London for some years. In 1868 
the Institution of Civil Engineers 
awarded to him the Watt” Medal 
and the " Manby ” premium, for a 
paper read before lie Institution 
on the subject of "Conversion of 
Wood by Machinery.” In 1859 he 
went out to the Ceylon railway as 
mechanical and locomotive engi- 
neer, and he was appointed Chief | 
Engineer of the Ceylon Govern- 
ment railway in 1802,* Director- | 


General of the railway in 1865 ; 
Director of Public Works in 1867 ; 
and Consulting Engineer to the 
Government of India in 1871. His 
" Pocket-book of Engineermg For- 
mulBs ” passed through six editions 
in the first year, and is now a 
standard work in the profession. 

MOLES WORTH, The Ret. 
William Nassau, M.A., son of the 
Rev. John Edward Nassau Moles- 
worth, D.D., was born at Millbrook, 
near Southampton, Nov. 8, 1816, 
and educated at the Hinge's School, 
Canterbuzy, and at St John's and 
Pembroke Colleges, Cambridge, 
graduating, as a member of the 
latter, B A. in 1839, and M.A. in 
1842. Taking orders, he became 
incumbent of St. Andrew's, Man- 
chester, in 1841, and vicar of St. 
Clement Spot and Rochdale, in 
1844. Mr. Molesworth's works are : 
^'An Essay on the Religious Im- 
portance of Secular Instruction,” 
1857; "Plain Lectures on Astro- 
nomy;” "England and France,” 
1860, being a pri25e essay on the 
importance of a close alliance be- 
tween the two countries ; of which 
Lords Brougham, Clarendon, and 
Shaftesbury were the adjudicators. 
" A History of the Reform Bill of 
1832,” 1864, 2nd edition 1865; "A 
New System of Moral Philosoifiiy,” 
1867 ; " Prize Essay on Education,” 
1867; and "The History of Eng- 
land from the year 1830,” 3 vols. 
1871-73. An abridged edition, in 
one volume, was published in 1877. 
His "History of the Church of 
England from the year 1660 ” was 
ublished in 1882. Mr. Molesworth 
as taken a warm and active inte- 
rest in many social questions, and 
especially in the co-operative move- 
ment, which he supported at a time 
when it was very unpopular, and 
with which he was connected almost 
from its commencement. He is a 
strong supporter of the Liberal 
party. 

MOLTKE, Hellmuth, Count 
Von, Chief Marshal of the German 
Empire, Chief of the General Staff, 
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is descended from a well-known 
Mecklenburg family^ and was born 
at Parchim, Oct 26^ 1800^ in the 
neighbourhood of which place his 
father, a former officer of the Mol- 
lendorf regiment, possessed the 
estate of Gnewitz. Soon after 
Hellmuth's birth his parents settled 
down^ in Holstein 5 and thus the 
boy, in his twelfth year, went to 
Copenhagen, in order to devote 
himself, in the barracks there, to 
the military profession. In 1822 
he entered the Prussian service, as 
a lieutenant in the 8th infantry- 
regiment, and studied in the Mili- 
tary Academy. The war had 
nearly r-oined his parents, and the 
young officer was thrown entirely 
on his own resources. After having 
spent some time in the School of 
Division of Erankfort-on-the-Oder, 
Moltke was entered into the Q-eneral 
Staff. In 1835 he undertook a tour 
in Turkey, which brought him under 
the notice of the Sul-tan Mahmoud, 
who advised with the young Prus- 
sian officer on the reorganization of 
the Turkish army. Moltke re- 
mained several years in Turkey, 
and in 1839 took part in the cam- 
paign of the Turks in Syria agamst 
the Viceroy Mehemed Ali of Egypt 
and his adopted son Ibrahim Pasha. 
In 1845, having returned to Prussia, 
and published an account of his 
Turkish experiences, he became 
adjutant to Prince Henry of Prus- 
sia, then resident in Eome, and 
after his death, in 1847, was en- 
gaged in connection with the general 
command on the Ehine, becoming, 
in 1848, a member of the Grand 
General Staff, and, in 1819, Chief 
of the Staff of the 4th Army Corps, 
in Magdeberg. In 1858 he was 
advanced to the rank of Chief of 
the Grand General Staff of the 
Prussian Army, and in 1859 became 
a lieutenant - general. In the 

Austro - Italian war Moltke was 
present in the Austrian head-quar- 
ters. After the conclusion of peace, . 
he spared no pains that he might ; 
fully develop the capacities of the i 
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Prussian General Staff and the 
Prussian Army. When the war of 
1864 against Denmark broke out 
Moltke sketched the plan of the 
campaign, and assisted in its execu- 
tion, acting similarly in the case of 
the war of 1866. The whole plan 
of the Bohemian campaign was duo 
to the Lieutenant-General, who 
was personally present in the battle 
of KSniggratz, which ho led, and 
in like manner arranged the bold 
advance of the Prussian columns 
agamst Olmutz and Vienna, and 
negotiated the armistice and the 
prelimmaries of peace. For these 
services he received the Order of 
the Black Eagle, and a national 
dotation. To “Father Moltke'^ 
(Vater Moltke), as he is familiarly 
■termed in the German army, and 
his brilliant strategy are ascribed 
the splendid victories of the Ger- 
man arms m the Franco-Gemian 
war. He was the Commandor-in- 
Chief. The whole plan of the 
campaign was due to him In re- 
cognition of his unrivalled services, 
Moltke, who was already a baron, 
was created a count (Oct. 28, 1870), 
made the Chief Marshal of the 
German Empire (Sept., 1871), and 
again received a national dotation. 
The illustrious Marshal, who is 
generally regarded as the first 
strategist of the day, received from 
the Czar the Order of St. George, 
the highest military decoration of 
Russia, in Oct., 1870 j and from his 
own sovereign the Grand Cross of 
the Order of the Iron Cross, March 
22, 1871. An English translation 
of his Observations on the Influ- 
ence that Arms of Precision have 
on Modern Tactics,^' was published 
at London in 1871 
MOMMSEN, THEonbn, born at 
Gar ding, in Schleswig, Nov. 30, 1817, 
studied at the University of Kiel, 
and travelled from 1844 till 1847. 
On his return he wrote numerous 
articles for the Schlemig’-JSCoUtem 
Journal, which he conducted, and 
was made Professor of Law at 
Leipsio. Having been dismissed on 
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account of tlie part lie took in poli- 
tical affairs^ lie was made Titular 
Professor of Law at Zunch m 1852^ 
at Breslau in 1854 and at Berlin in 
1858. In 1875 ke was appointed 
Professor of Jurisprudence in the 
University of Leipsic. On June 15, 
1882, he was tried at Berlin for 
having in an election speech slan- 
dered Prince Bismarck, but was 
acquitted. The decision was ap- 
pealed against, and on April 7, 1883, 
the Imperial High Court of Appeal 
at Leipsic finally acquitted Profes- 
sor Mommsen of the charge . He has 
written numerous learned works, 
has edited a magnificent work on 
Latin inscriptions, published by the 
Prussian Academy of Sciences, and 
a work on Poman Coins, and is best 
known in England by his Earliest 
Inhabitants of Italy of which a 
translation byEobertson appeared 
in London in 1858, and History of 
Pome,” translated by W. P. Dick- 
son, and published in London in 
1862-3. La 1878 the Eing of Italy 
conferred on him the Grand Cross 
of the Order of SS. Maurice and 
Lazarus. 

MONCK (Viscount), The Eight 
Hon. CHAHiiBS Stanley Monck, 
bom at Templemore, co. Tipperary, 
Oct. 10, 1819, was educated at 
Trinity College, Dublin, and called 
to the bar in Ireland in 1841. He 
was returned one of the members 
for Portsmouth, in the Liberal in- 
terest, in July, 1852, was re-elected 
in March, 1855, was defeated at the 
general election in March, 1857, and 
was an unsuccessful candidate for 
Dudley in April, 1861. He was a 
Lord of the Treasury from 1855 till 
1858; was appointed a Commis- 
sioner of Charitable Donations and 
Bequests in Ireland in 1851, and 
Captain-General and Govemor-m- 
Chief of Canada, and Governor- 
General of British America, Oct. 28, 
1861. His lordship was formerly 
reappointed, under a fresh Act of 
Parliament, Governor of the United 
Provinces of Canada, Hova Scotia, 
and New Brunswick in June, 1867, 


but resigned in Nov., 1868 In 
1871 he was appointed a Commis- 
sioner of National Education in 
Ireland. On the disestablishment 
of the Irish Church in 1871 he was 
appointed a Commissioner to carry 
into effect the provisions of the 
Act, the other Commissioners being 
Mr Justice Lawson and the late 
Mr. G. A. Hamilton. He succeeded 
his father as fourth viscount m the 
peerage of Ireland, April 20, 1849, 
and was made a peer of the United 
Eingdom, July 12, 1866, 
MONCEEIFE (Lord), The 
Eight Hon. James Moncreife, se- 
cond son of the late Sir James 
Wellwood Moncreiff, ninth baronet, 
of TuUiebole, Einross-shire (a Lord 
of Session in Scotland, by the title 
of Lord Moncreiff) , by Ann, daughter 
of Captain George Eobertson, E.N., 
was born at Edinburgh, Nov. 29, 
1811. He was educated at the high 
school and at the University of 
Edinburgh, and was admitted an 
advocate at the Scotch bar in 1833. 
He was Solicitor-General for Scot- 
land from Feb., 1850, till April, 
1851, when, on the elevation of 
Lord Eutherford to the bench, he 
was appointed the Lord Advocate, 
and continued to hold that oflS.ce 
until the change of ministry in 
March, 1852. Soon after bemg ap- 
pointed Lord Advocate he was re- 
turned to Parliament as member for 
the Leith district, as a Liberal, and 
in favour of free trade. He retained 
his seat for the Leith district tiU. 
April, 1859, when he was elected for 
Edinburgh, which city he continued 
to represent till 1868, when he was 
returned to Parliament as represen- 
tative for the Universities of Glas- 
gow and Aberdeen. He became 
Lord Advocate a second time in 
Dec , 1852, and occupied that posi- 
tion till March, 1858 j a third time 
from June, 1859, till July, 1866; 
and a fourth time from Dec., 1868, 
tiU Nov., 1869, when he was ap- 
pointed Lord Justice Clerk and 
President of the Second Division of 
the Court of Session in Scotland. 
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On this occasion he was sworn of 
the Privy Council, and took the 
courtesy title of Lord Moncreiff 
It may be mentioned that m 1852 
he brought in a Bill to abolish 
religious tests in the Scotch Uni- 
versities, which was lost on the 
second reading. In 1853, however, 
he successfully introduced and car- 
ried the Bill, and among other mea- 
sures of which he was the promoter 
maybe enumerated the "Valuation 
of Lands (Scotland) Act,'^ passed 
in 1854, and the " Bankruptcy 
(Scotland) Act,” in 1856. Previous 
to his elevation to the judicial 
bench. Lord Moncreiff was a deputy- 
lieutenant and justice of the peace 
for the county of Edinburgh, Dean 
of the Faculty of Scotch Advocates, 
and Lieut. -Colonel of the Edinburgh 
Elide Volunteers. He was elected 
Lord Eector of the University of 
Edinburgh in the early part of the 
year 1859, was created a baronet 
May 17, 1871 j and was raised to 
the peerage of the United King- 
dom as Baron Moncreiff of TuUie- 
bole, Kinross-shire, Jan. 1, 1874. 
A novel published in 1871, under 
the title of "A Visit to my Discon- 
tented Cousin,” IS said to have been 
written by Lord Moncreiff . In Aug., 
1878, he was appointed one of the 
Eoyal Commissioners under "The 
Endowed Institutions (Scotland) 
Act, 1878.” 

MOKTAQ-U, The Eight Hon. 
Lor2> Eobbbt, second son of the 
sixth duke of I^anchester, born Jan. 
24, 1826, and educated at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where he gra- 
duated M A. in 1848, was returned, 
in April, 1859, one of the members, 
in the Conservative interest, for 
Huntingdonshire, which county he 
represented till Feb., 1874, when he 
was returned for the county of 
Westmeath, as a " Conservative, but 
in favour of Home Eule.” He 
withdrew from the Home Eule or- 
ganisation in Dec., 1878 He ceased 
to be a member of Parliament in 
March, 1880. He was appointed 
Vice-President of the Committee of 


Council on Education, sworn a Privy 
Councillor and nominated Fourth 
Charity Commissioner in March, 

1867, and held these offices till Dec , 

1868. He joined the Catholic 
Church in 1870. Lord Eobert Mon- 
tagu has written Naval Architec- 
ture and Treatise on Shipbuilding,” 
1852 ; " Mirror in America,” 1861 5 
"Words on Q-aribaldi,” 1861 ; " Four 
Experiments in Church and State, 
and the Conflict of Churches,” 1864 j 
"Arbitration instead of War, and a 
Defence of the Commune,” 1872 j 
"Eegister, Eegister, Eegi8ter,”in 
1873; "Some Popular Errors con- 
cemmg Politics and Eeligion,” 
1874, forming vol. i. of " St. Josephus 
Theological Library;” "Expostu- 
lation in Extremis: Eemarks on 
Mr. Q-ladstone's Political Expostu- 
lation on the Vatican Decrees in 
their bearing on Civil Allegiance,” 
1874; "Foreign Policy: England 
and the Eastern Question,” 1877. 

MONTEFIOEE, Sin Moses, 
Bart., son of the late Joseph Mon- 
tefiore. Esq., born Oct. 24, 1784, 
served the office of Sheriff of Lon- 
don in 1837, and was knighted on 
the visit of Her M^esty to the 
G-uildhaU, Nov. 9. He has been 
High Sheriff of Kent, in which 
county he resides, and was raised 
to a baronetcy in 1846, in recogni- 
tion of his high character and pub- 
lic services. He went, about 1840, 
on a mission to the East, in order to 
secure certain rights for his Jewish 
brethren at Damascus; and, after 
his return, having accomplished his 
object, was presented by the Jews of 
the metropolis with a handsome piece 
of plate as a token of their regard. 
In 1864 he received the thanks of 
the Court of Common Council for 
the signal services he had rendered 
by missions to various countries for 
the relief of persons oppressed for 
their religious convictions, and 
more especially by a journey to 
Morocco, undertaken to solicit the 
emperor to reliere his Jewish and 
Christian subjects from all civil and 
religious disabilities. In 1867 he

was successful in a mission to Eou- 
melia in favour of his oppressed 
brethren in that country. Sir Moses 
founded, m 1867> a Jewish college at 
Eamsgate, in memory of his wife, 
Judith, Lady Mont^ore. There 
were great rejoicings at Eamsgate 
in Oct. and Hov., 1883, on the oc- 
casion of Sir Moses Montefiore 
entering on the hundredth year 
of his age. 

MONTQ-OMEET, Sir Robert, 
K.C.B., G-.C.S.r., LL.D., son of the 
late Rev. S Montgomery, bom in 
Londonderry in 1809, and educated 
at Foyle College, in that city, was 
appointed to the Bengal Presidency, 
and entered the service of the East 
India Company in 1828 Having 
served in various posts, in 1849 he 
was selected by the late Lord Dal- 
housie as one of the commissioners 
for the newly annexed province of 
the Punjaub, and on the dissolution 
of the Board in 1863, was appomted 
Judicial Commissioner, Superin- 
tendent of Prisons, and Director- 
General of Police for the whole 
province. During the mutmy in 
May, 1857, he adopted measures for 
disarming the large native force 
stationed at Lahore, was appomted 
Chief Commissioner of Oude in 1858, 
and for his services m aiding the 
armies under Lord Clyde and restor- 
ing tranquillity to the province, 
received the thanks of both Houses 
of Parliament, and was created a 
Knight Commander of the Bath. 
In 1859 he was appointed Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of the Punjaub, 
from which he retired in 1865, after 
service in India of upwards of 
thirty-six years. He is LL D. of 
Trinity College, Dublin, and re- 
ceived the Grand Cross of the Star 
of India, Feb. 20, 1866. He was 
appomted a Member of the Council 
of India in 1868. 

MOHTPENSIER (Due de), 
Antoine - Marie - Philippe - Louis- 
d'Orl^ans, bom at Heuilly, July 
31, 1824, fifth son of the late King 
Louis-Philippe and Queen Marie 
Amalie, was educated at the College 


Henri lY., and, after a special 
exammation, was appointed Lieu- 
tenant of iitillery in 1842 He 
was sent to Africa in 1844, where 
he took part in the expedition 
against Biskara, and was wounded 
in the face durmg the campaign of 
Ziban. His services were rewarded 
with the Cross of the Legion of 
Honour and promotion to the rank 
of Major. Having accompanied his 
father on his visit to the Queen of 
England in 1845, he rejomed the 
army in Africa, and distinguished 
himself against the Kabyles, after 
which he made a tour in Egypt, 
Syria, Constantinople, and Greece. 
On his return he mamed, at Ma- 
drid, Oct. 10, 1846, the Infanta Marie 
Louise Ferdinande de Bourbon, 
sister of Queen Isabella II. of 
Spain. This marriage was regarded 
as a master-stroke of policy by 
Louis-Philippe, and will long be 
remembered for the excitement and 
the irritation it caused, which nearly 
led to a rupture between France 
and England. After the revolution 
of Feb , 1848, the Duo de Montpen- 
sier, with the rest of his family, 
took refuge in England, and having 
remained a short time in this coun- 
try, went to Holland, where he 
embarked for Spain, and afterwards 
resided at Seville, occasionally 
makmg excursions abroad, or visit- 
ing his relatives at Claremont. 
H.R.H. received the title of Infante 
of Spain, and was made Captain- 
General of the Spanish army, Oct. 
10, 1859. During the political 
events which preceded the flight of 
Queen Isabella, the Duke left Spain 
at the request of the minister Gon- 
zales Bravo, and before doing so 
renounced his rank in the army, 
his title of Infante, and sent back 
to the Queen the decorations he 
had received from her. After the 
triumph of the revolution of Sept., 
he recognised the provisional Go- 
vernment, obtained permission to 
return to Seville, and became a 
candidate for the vacant idirone. 
All chance, however, of his being 
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elected Ring of Spain was destroyed 
by Ms fatal duel with Ms cousin, 
the Infante Don Enrique de Bour- 
bon. The ill-blood between the 
combatants was of long-standing, 
and had been added to not a little 
by Don Enrique^s letter to the 
Regent, dated Jan. 14, soliciting 
restoration to his naval rank and 
pay, of wMch the G-ovemment of 
Narvaez had despoiled him years 
previously, for Ms avowal of liberal 
sentiments. In that letter he re- 
marked : — If Alfonso comes to the 
throne, I will neither be Ms enemy 
nor Ms courtier. Retired from all 
politics, I will end my days on a 
foreign soil. If Espartero should 
be brought to Ma&d upon the 
shoulders of the nation, which does 
not wear the livery of Montpensier, 
I will salute him, for I love what 
is noble and honourable. When 
suborned villains are ready to pro- 
claim Montpensier, my liberal and 
Spanish heart will cry out, ' Espar- 
tero ! ' If the Duke of Montpensier 
should carry out Ms menace to be 
king or regent by secret consiiiracy, 
I will join those who combat him, 
and shed my last drop of blood 
against such treason."' To this 
s&ong language Enrique added an 
offensive letter, addressed to the 
Montpensierists." The Duke de 
Montpensier, galled beyond mea- 
sure, sent a challenge to his cousin, 
and a hostile meeting took place on 
March 12, 1870, at the artillery 
ground near Carabanchel, about 
three miles from Madrid. The 
combatants stood at ten paces from 
each other. Enrique fired his first 
shot in the air j Montpensier imi- 
tated the example. Somewhat 
wildly Enrique fired Ms second 
shot, which went past Montpensier's 
head by the right side, so close that 
he distinctly heard the whizz of 
the baU. Moni^ensier's second shot 
struck the butt-end of Enrique's 
pistol and split it in two, one por- 
tion striking the collar of Don En- 
rique's coat, and the other Ms left 
shoulder, but without piercing the 


cloth. Enrique fired a third time, 
but failed to strike his adversary, 
who, with deliberate coolness, took 
deadly aim at his cousin. The ball 
entered Ms head, and in three 
minutes Don Enrique expired. The 
Duke was greatly agitated, and, 
after being removed from the scene 
by his friends, was obliged instantly 
to take to his bed, where he re- 
mained for some days in a high 
state of fever from over-excitement. 
On the 12th of April he was tried 
by a court martial, wMch sentenced 
Mm to one month's banishment 
from the capital, and to pay G,000 
dollars by way of indemnification 
to the family of the deceased. By 
Ms marriage with the Infanta Marie 
Louise Ferdinande de Bourbon, he 
has had three sons and four daugh- 
ters. His eldest daughter, the 
Princess Marie Isabelle Francois 
d’ Assise Antonia Louisa Fernanda, 
born at Seville, Sept. 21, 18 18, was 
married to the Oointe de Pans, May 
30, 1864 j and his third daughter, 
the Princess Maria de las Mercedes, 
born at Madrid, Juno 24, 18G0, was 
married to her cousin, Alfonso XII., 
King of Spain, Jan. 23, 1878. (She 
died June 20, 1878.) 

MONTREAL, Bishop op. {See 
Bond, Db.) 

MOODY, Dwight Lyman, born 
at Northficld, Massachusetts, Feb. 
5, 1837. He worked on a farm until 
tho age of seventeen, when he be- 
came a clerk in a shoe-store in Bos- 
ton. In 1856 ho went to OMcago, 
and while engaged in active busi- 
ness there entered zealously into 
missionary work among the poorer 
classes. During tho Civil War ho 
was in the service of the Christian 
Commission, and afterwards became 
a lay-missionary of the Young Men's 
Christian Association of CMcago. 
In 1873, accompanied by Mr. San- 
key, an effective singer, he went to 
England, and the two instituted a 
series of week-day reJigkus ser- 
vices, wMch attracted Mrge and 
enthusiastic au4*i^o«s* They re- 
turned to Ametica in 1875, where 
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they organized similar meetings all 
over the country. They again 
visited England m 1883. In addi- 
tion to the many prmted accounts 
of his meetings and reports of his 
addresses, Mr. Moody has published 

Arrows and Anecdotes/^ 1877; 

Heaven/' 1880 ; Secret Power/' 
1881. 

MOORE, The Rev. Daniel, 
M.A., a native of Coventry, was 
educated in the G-rammar School 
of that city, and entered at St. 
Catherine's College, Cambridge, in 
1837 (B.A. 1840; M.A. 1844). He 
gained the Norrisian Prize in 1837 
and 1839, and the Hulsean Prize in 
1840. He was perpetual curate of 
Camden Church, Camberwell, from 
1844 to 1866, when he was presented 
to the vicarage of Holy Trinity, 
Paddington. In several years he 
has been a Select Preacher before 
the University of Cambridge, and 
in 1864 he filled the of6.oe of Hul- 
sean Lecturer. He was appointed 
Lecturer at St. Margaret's, Loth- 
bury, in 18S6 ; a chaplain in ordi- 
nary to the Queen in 1870; and 
Prebendary of Oxgate, in St. Paul's 
Cathedral, in 1880. Among his 
works we may mention ‘’^Romanism 
as set forth in its own acknowledged 
Formularies ; " Sermons preached 
before the University of Cam- 
bridge;" Discourses on the Lord's 
Prayer;" Thoughts on Preach- 
ing;" "The Divine Authority of 
the Pentateuch;" "The Age and 
the Gospel," being the Hulsean 
lectures for 1864 ; " Aids to Prayer ; " 
and " Sermons on special Occa- 
sions." 

MOORE, Thomas, P.L.S., bota- 
nist and horticulturist, bom at 
Stoke-next-GuUdford, May 29, 1821, 
was appointed, in 1848, curator of 
the ancient Botanic Garden of the 
Society of Apothecaries at Chelsea, 
which ojfice he still holds. He was 
Secretary to the Floral Committee 
of the Royal Horticultural Society 
from its establishment in 1859 till 
1865, when he was named Floral 
Director of the same Society; was 


the principal acting Secretary of 
the Great International Horticul- 
tural Exhibition, London, 1866 ; 
and was Examiner in Floriculture 
to the Society of Arts and the Royal 
Horticultural Society, while those 
bodies continued to hold examina- 
tions. He is the author of " Cultiva- 
tion of the Cucumber and Melon," 
published in 1844 ; " Handbook of 
British Ferns," in 1848 (8rd edit in 
1857) ; " Perns and Allied Plants," 
in 1851 ; " Perns of Great Britain 
and Ireland — ^Nature-printed," in 
1856; "Illustrations of Orchida- 
ceous Plants," and "Index Pili- 
cum," in 1857; "Nature-printed 
Ferns," 2 vols., in 1859-60; the 
" Field Botanist's Companion ; 
British Isles," in 1862 ; and " Ele- 
ments of Botany," in 1865. He 
was, in 1850-52, joint editor of the 
Gardener’s Magazine of Botawy, in 
1861 editor of the Floral Magazine, 
and in 1866 of the Treasury of Bo^ 
tany, of which latter a new edition 
was brought out by him in 1874 ; 
contributed many of the botanical 
and horticultural articles to the 
new edition of Brande’s Dictionary 
of Science in 1865-66 ; is editor of 
the Florist and Fomologist ; edited 
the new edition of Thompson’s Gar- 
deners’ Assistant, 1877 ; contributed 
the article " Horticulture " to the 
new edition of the " Encyclopcodia 
Britannica ; " is author of an 
" Epitome of Gardening," 1881, and 
editor of The Orchid Album. 

MOORHOUSE, The Right Rev. 
James, D.D., Bishop of Melbourne, 
in Australia, son of Mr. James 
Moorhouse, a merchant of Sheffield, 
was born in that town in 1826. He 
received his education at St. Jolm's 
College, Cambridge (B A., 1853 ; 
M.A., I860; D.D., jure dignitatis, 
1876). He became Vicar of St. 
John's, Fitzroy Square, in 1862 ; 
Hulsean Lecturer at Cambridge in 
1865 ; Vicar of Paddington and 
rural dean in 1868 ; Chaplain in 
Ordinary to the Queen in 1874; 
Prebendary of St. Paul's and War- 
burtoniaa Lecturer in 1875. In 
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May, 1876, lie was appointed Bishop 
of Melbourne, in succession to Dr. 
Perry, resigned. He is the author 
of "Nature and Eevelation,^' four 
sermons preached before the XJni- 
versity of Cambridge, 1861 j " Our 
Lord Jesus Christ the Subject of 
Orowth in Wisdom,” being the Hul- 
sean Lectures for 1865,* "Jacob,” 
three sermons before the University 
of Cambridge j and various single 
sermons. 

MOEAN, The Eight Eev. Pat- 
rick Francis, D.D., Bishop of Os- 
sory, born at Leighlinbridge, oo. 
Carlow, Ireland, Sept. 16, 1830, was 
educated at the Irish College of 
St. Agatha, Eome. He was ap- 
pointed Vice-president of the Col- 
lege in 1856, and Professor of 
Hebrew in the College of Propa- 
ganda, Eome. Eeturning to Ire- 
land in 1866, he was private secre- 
tary to his Eminence Cardinal Cul- 
len, Archbishop of Dublin j was 
consecrated Coadjutor Bishop of 
Ossory on March 5, 1872, and suc- 
ceeded, a few months later, to that 
see. Dr. Moran has laboured a 
great deal to promote the study 
of Irish history and antiquities. 
Among other works he has pub- 
lished : — " Memoir of the Most 
Eev. Oliver Plunkett,” 1861 ; Es- 
says on the Origin, &c., of the Early 
Irish Church,'^ 1864 , "History of 
the Catholic Archbishops of Dub- 
lin,” 1864; "Historical Sketch of 
the Persecutions, &c., under Crom- 
well and the Puritans,” 1865 j 
"Acta S. Brendani,” 1872; "Monas- 
ticon Habemicum,” 1873; "Spici- 
legium Ossoriense, being a Collec- 
tion of Documents to illustrate the 
History of the Irish Church from 
the Eeformation to the year 1800,” 
1874. 

MOEAT, EOSS, and CAITH- 
NESS, Bishop op. (See Eden.) 

MOEIEE, Sib Egbert Burnett 
David, K.C.B , was bom about 
1827, and graduated at Balliol Col- 
lege, Oxford, taking his Bachelor's 
degree as a second class in classics 
in 1849. He served in the Educa- 


tional Department of the Privy 
Council Office in 1851-52, and was 
afterwards successively unpaid At- 
tache at Vienna, and paid Attache 
at Berlin. In 1859 he accompanied 
Mr. (now Sir Henry) Elliot's 
special mission to Naples, and in 
1860 he acted as assistant private* 
secretary to Lord John (afterwards 
Earl) Eussell at Coburg, when his 
Lordship was in attendance on Her 
Majesty. Mr. Morier was appointed 
a second secretary in the diplo- 
matic service in 1862. He was 
nominated British member of the 
Mixed Commission at Viemm to 
inquire into the Austrian tariff in 
March, 1865, and was promoted to 
be Secretary of Legation at Athens 
in September of the same year. He 
was shortly after transferred to 
Frankfort, where he subsequently 
acted as Charge d' Affaires. In 
1866 he was appointed Secretary of 
Legation at Darmstadt, he was 
nominated Charge d'Affaires at 
Stuttgardt in 1871, and was trans- 
ferred to Munich in 1872. He was 
promoted to be Envoy Extraordi- 
nary and Minister Plenipotentiary 
to the King of Portugal in 1876, 
and held that post till 1881, when 
he was transferred to Madrid. 

MOEISON, Jambs Cotter, M.A., 
was bom in London April 20, 1831, 
and educated at Cholmondly Gram- 
mar School, Highgate, and at Lin- 
coln College, Oxford, where he pro- 
ceeded to the degree of M.A. He 
is the author of " Life and Times 
of St. Bernard,” 1863, several times 
reprinted ; " Irish Grievances 

shortly stated,” 1868; "Gibbon” 
(in " English Men of Letters ” 
series), 1878, "Macaulay,” in the 
same series, 1882 ; and several 
essays in the Fortnightly and other 
reviews. 

MOELEY, Henry, son of Henry 
Morley, Esq., of Midhurst, Sussex, 
bom in London in 1822, was edu- 
cated at the Moravian School^ Neu- 
wied-on-the-Eihine, ; apd ,at. King's 
College, London, oi, whiob college 
he has since b^^ made an honor- 
3 P 
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ary Eello-w*. He practised mediome 
at Madeley, Sliropsliire^ from 1844 
till 1848 ; tried successfully, during 
two years, at Liscard, Liverpool, 
the method of school- keeping de- 
scribed by him in Ho. 200 of Souse- 
hold Words j and gave up the pro- 
ject somewhat unwillingly in 1851, 
offers having been made that led 
him to settle in London as a jour- 
nalist, in association with Mouse- 
hold Words and the Mmmmer, of 
which paper he afterwards was 
editor. He has written '^How to 
make Home Unhealthy published 
in 1850 ; A Defence of Ignorance," 
in 1851; '^Life of Pahssy, the

He was English Lecturer at King's 
College from 1857 tiU 1865, with 
duty confined to direction of Ihe 
English department in the evening 
classes. Since 1865 he has been 
Professor of the English Language 
and Literature at university Col- 
lege, London ; he was Examiner in 
English Language, Literature, and 
History to the University of Lon- 
don, from 1870 to 1876, and was re- 
appointed to that office in 1878; 
since 1878 he has been also Profes- 
sor of the English Language and 


Literature at Queen's College, Lon- 
don. In 1879 the honorary degree 
of LL.D. was conferred upon him 
by the Dniversity of Edinburgh. 
In 1882 he became Principal of 
University Hall, London. 

MOBLEY, John, M:.P., is the 
eldest son of the late Mr Jonathan 
Morley, of Blackburn, Lancashire, 
where he was bom in Dec., 1838 , 
was educated at Cheltenham Col- 
lege and at Lincoln College, Oxford, 
where he graduated B.A. in 1859, 
and M.A. in 1874. He was called 
to the bar at Lincoln's Inn in 
1859. He was for some years 
editor of the Literary Qa»ette^ the 
title of which was subsequently 
altered to the Parthenon* Mr. 
Morley was editor of the Fort- 
nightly Review, from 1867 to Oct., 
1882. He was also editor of the 
Pall Mall Gazette from May, 1880, 
tiU Aug., 1883. He unsucoessfuUy 
contested the borough of Blackburn 
in 1869, in the Liberal interest, 
and the City of Westminster in 
1880 j but in Feb., 1883, at a byo- 
eleotion, he was returned as an ad- 
vanced Liberal by the borough of 
Hewcastle-uyon-Tyne, defeating his 
Conservative opponent, Mr. Gains- 
ford Bruce, by a majority of 2,256 
(9,443 votes against 7,187). Mr. 
Morley presided over the great 
Conference of Liberals held at 
Leeds in Oct., 1888. His 
works are — " Edmund Burke, a 
Historical Study," 1867 ; " Critical 
MiBoeUanies," 1871, 2nd series, 
1877 ; "Voltaire," 1872 ; " On Com- 
promise," 1874 j " Bousseau," 1876 ; 
"Diderot and the Enoyolopadists," 
2 vols., 1878; "Life of Biohard 
Cobden," 1881. Mr. Morley is an 
honorary LL.D. of the University 
of Glasgow. 

MOBLEY, Samxtbl, M.P., 
youngest son of the late Mr. John 
Morley, of Hackney, by Sarah, 
daughter of the ls»te Mr. B. Poulton, 
of Maidenhead, was bom in Wells 
Street, Hackney, in 1809, He re- 
ceived his education at a private 
school, and was introduced early 
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into business He is now bead of 
tbe firm of J. & R. Morley, wbole- 
sale hosiers^ of Wood Street^ City 
An earnest dissenter^ Mr Morley 
bas been tbrougbout bis public 
career^ both in and out of Parlia- 
ment, a leading champion of tbe 
cause of Protestant Nonconformity, 
wbicb be bas promoted by munifi- 
cent donations for building new 
chapels. He is Treasurer of tbe 
College at Homerton, and of tbe 
Home Missionary Society. Many 
years ago, in order to forward tbe 
work of tbe last-named society, be, 
in conjunction with tbe Rev. J. H 
Wilson, visited most of tbe coun- 
ties in England and Wales, held 
conference meetings, and intro- 
duced a new or^er of agency, con- 
sisting of 'Uay evangelists'^ and 
colporteurs. Towards defraying tbe 
cost of tbe Congregational or Me- 
morial Hall in Parringdon Street, 
Mr. Morley contributed 006,000, and 
bis portrait, painted by Mr. Wells, 
R.A., bas been placed in tbe library 
of that institution, which was 
founded as a memorial of tbe two 
thousand clergymen of tbe Church 
of England who resigned their 
benefices in tbe reign of Charles II., 
because they could hot conscien- 
tiously subscribe to tbe Act of Uni- 
formity. Mk, Morley represented 
Nottingham in the advanced Liberal 
interest from July, 1865, till May, 
1866, when be was unseated on pe- 
tition. He first came forward as a 
candidate for Bristol, on tbe re- 
tirement of Sir Morton Peto, in 
May, 1868. He lost tbe election by 
196 votes, tbe numbers being 6,1^3 
for Mr. Miles, and 4,977 for Mb*. 
Morley. Mr. Miles was unseated 
on petition in the ensuing June, 
and Mr. Morley again presented 
himself as a candidate. At the 
general election of Dec., 1868, he 
defeated his old opponent, Mr. 
Males, by more than 2, OCX) votes, 
and he has continued to be one of 
tbe representatives of Bristol down 
to the present time. Mr. Morley 
married in 1841 Rebekab Maria, 


daughter of Mr. Samuel Hope, 
banker, of Liverpool. 

MORRIS, The Rev. Erancis 
Orpen, B.A., eldest son of tbe late 
Rear-Admiral Henry Q-age Morris, 
of Beverley, Yorkshire, and grand- 
son of Lieutenant-Colonel tbe Hon. 
Roger Morris, of York, was born 
March 25, 1810, and educated at 
Bromgrove School and Worcester 
College, Oxford, where he ^adu- 
ated a second class in classics in 
1833. He holds the living of Nun- 
bumholme, Yorkshire j was chap- 
lain to the late Duke of Cleveland ; 
and has written '^A History of 
British Birds,'' published in 1851-75 
"A Bible Natural History,” ‘"A 
Book of Natural History,” 1862 5 
"A Natural History of the Nests 
and Eggs of British Birds,” and 

A Natural History of British 
Butterflies,” 1853 5 "Anecdotes in 
Natural History,” "Natural History

MORRIS, Lewis, M.A., was 
born in Carmarthen, being the 
eldest son of the late L. E. Wil- 
liams Morris, Esq., of Carmarthen, 
formerly of Blannant, Breconshire, 
by Sophia, daughter of the late 
John Hughes, He was educated 
at Cowbridge and Sherborne Schools 
and Jesus College, Oxford, where 
he graduated in 1855 as first-class 
in classics and Chancellor's Prize- 
man 5 M.A., 1868 ; was called to the 
bar at Lincoln's Inn in Nov., 1861, 
when he obtained a Certificate of 
Honour of the First Class; prac- 
tised chiefly as a conveyancing 
counsel until 1880 ; was elected an 
Honorary Fellow of Jesus College 
in 1877. In 1879 he was appointed 
a Knight of the Order of the 
Saviour (of Q-reece). In the same 
year he accepted the office of 
Honorary Secretary of the Univer- 
sity College of Wales. In 1880, 
he was appointed on the Depart- 
mental Committee, charged by 
the G-ovemment to inquire into 


Intermediate and Higher Educa- 
tion in Wales, and, in the same 
year, a Justice of the Peace for 
Carmarthenshire, in which county, 
at Penrhyn House, he resides. He 
was appointed Yice-Chairman of 
the Political Committee of the Re- 
form Club, in the place of the late 
Mr. W. P. Adam, M.P. ; and was 
a candidate, in December 1881, for 
the Carmarthen burghs, but retired ; 
Mr. Morris is perhaps best known 
for his contributions to the poeti- 
cal literature of the time. In 1871- 
1874-75, appeared the 8 vols. of 
" Songs of Two Worlds," now col- 
lected, and in an eighth edition. 
In 1876 appeared Book II., and in 
1877, Books I. and III., of "The 
Epic of Hades,” now in a four- 
teenth edition. In December, 1878, 
appeared " Gwin, a Drama, in 
Monologue,” and, in March, 1880, 
" The Ode of Life,” both of which 
are now in a fourth edition. The 
above works have hitherto appeared 
anonymously as the work of " A New 
Writer,” but a new and choice col- 
lected edition is announced for 
immediate publication under the 
author's name. Mr. Morris is the 
great-grandson of the well-known 
Welsh [antiquary and poet, Lewis 
Morris, of Penrhyn, in Cardigan- 
shire. 

MORRIS, The Right Hoh. Mi- 
chael, eldest son of Martin Morris, 
Esq., of Spiddle, co. Galway, by 
Julia, daughter of Dr. Charles 
Blake, of Galway, was born at the 
latter place in 1827. He received 
his education at Erasmus Smith's 
College, Galway, and at Trinity 
College, Dublin, where he gradu- 
ated in 1847, and was First Senior 
Moderator and gold medallist. He 
was called to the bar in Ireland in 
June, 1849, and made a Queen's 
Counsel in 1863. Mr. Morris, who 
was High Sheriff in 1849-50, held 
the office of Recorder of Galway 
from 1867 till 1865 The represen- 
tative of one of the old families 
known as the " Tribes of Galway,” 
he was first elected as one of the 
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members in Parliament of the 
borongb of G-alway, on Indepen- 
dent principles, in Inly, 1865, bay- 
ing polled 90 per cent, of tbe 
electors ; was subsequently twice 
re-elected without opposition, on 
bis appointment as Solicitor-G-eneral 
for Ireland (July, 1866), and as At- 
torney - Q-eneral (l^ov., 1866), in 
Lord Derby^s Government ; and re- 
tained tbe seat until be was raised 
to tbe bench, as one of tbe judges 
of tbe Common Pleas in Ireland, in 
Harch, 1867, when be was succeeded 
in tbe representation of Galway by 
bis brother. He served as a mem- 
ber of tbe Eoyal Commission to in- 
quii^ into Primary Education in 
Ireland in 1868, 1869, and 1870 j and 
became a Commissioner of National 
Education in 1868. 

M 0 E E I S , Philip Eiohard, 
A E.A., was born at Devonport, 
Dec. 4, 1838. Tbe son of an engi- 
neer and ironfounder, be pursued 
bis early artistic studies in tbe 
hours won with some difficulty from 
tbe worlong day. He owed bis 
first regular training to Mr. Hol- 
man Hunt, and by tbe advice of 
that eminent artist, studied tbe 
Elgin Marbles at tbe British Mu- 
seum.

While be was 
yet a istudent in tbe schools of tbe 
Eoyal Academy bis first publicly 
exhibited picture appeared on its 
walls under tbe title of Peaceful 
Days," since when Mr. Morris's 
wqrk has bee^ne celebrated for a 
pcetic rendering 


of scenes of bumble life, and a 
peculiarly debcate management of 
colour. Among bis best Imown pic- 
tures are '^Tbe Shadow of tbe 
Cross," "Prison Pare," and tbe 
large picture of a "Procession at 
Dieppe," exhibited in 1877. Mr. 
Morris was elected an Associate of 
tbe Eoyal Academy, June 18, 1877. 

MOEEIS, Thu Ebv. Eichahx), 
M.A., LL.D., was bom Sept. 8, 1833, 
at Bermondsey, Southwark, and 
educated at St. John's College, 
Battersea. He was appointed lec- 
turer on tbe English language and 
literature in Kmg's College School 
(Modem Department) in April, 
1869 j ordained by tbe Bishop of 
Wmobester, and licensed as curate 
of Christ Church, Camberwell, on 
Trinity Sunday, 1871. He was 
created Doctor of Laws in 1870 by 
tbe Archbishop of Canterbury, Dr. 
Morris is a Member of tbe Council 
of the Philological and Early Eng- 
lish Text Societies. He was elected 
President of tbe Philological Society 
in 1874, and in tbe same year re- 
ceived the honorary degree of M.A. 
from tbe University of Oxford. In 
July, 1875, be was elected head 
master of tbe Eoyal Masonic Insti- 
tution for Boys. His works are . — 
" Tbe Etymology of Local Names," 
1857 ; Specimens of Early Eng- 
lish,” 1867; and "Historical Out- 
lines of English Accidence," 1872 j 
" Elementary Lessons in Hrstorical

1863 5 " Early English Alliterative 
Poems/' 1864 ; " Sir Gawayne and 
tbe Green Knight," 1864; "Tbe 
Story of Genesis and Exodus,'^ 
186'5 ; " Tbe Ayenbite of Inwyt,” 
1866; "Old Engbsb Homilies," 
1867-68 ; " Chaucer's Boethius," 
1868 , " Legends of tbe Holy Eood/' 
1871; "in Old English Miscel- 
lany," 1872 ; " Old Bng^ Homi- 
lies " (second series), ; "^Cursor 
Mundi," 1874-75 ; ^ Chaucer's Poeti- 
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cal Works/' 1866 ; '' Spenser's 

Works/' 1869 ; and Selections

MOERIS^ William, was bom 
near London in 1834. He is the 
eldest son of a merchant, who died 
in 1844, leaving a large estate. He 
was educated at Forest School, 
Walthamstow, at Marlborough, and 
at Exeter College, Oxford. He 
studied painting, but did not suc- 
ceed in that profession. In 1868 he 
published a small volume entitled 

The Defence of Ouenevere," and 
other Poems. In 1863, with several 
partners, he started in London an 
establishment for the artistic de- 
signing and manufacture of various 
articles, especially wall paper, 
stained glass, tiles, and household 
decorations. At this business Mr. 
Morris has ever since wrought as a 
designer, devoting his leisure to 
the composition of poetry.- He 
published The Life and Death of 
Jason," a narrative poem, in 1867, 
and ^'The Earthly Paradise" (4 
parts), 3 vols , 1868-70. The latter 
poein is made up of twenty-four 
legendary and romantic tales in 
verse, recited by a company of 
travellers who had sailed westward 
from Norway to find the earthly 
paradise. He has also published a 
poem entitled Love is Enough, or 
the Freeing of Pharamond : a 
Morality," 1873 . His later publica- 
tions are, ^'The .3Eneids of Yirgil, 
done into English verse," 1876, and 
The Story of Sigurd the Yolsung, 
and the FaU of the Niblungs," a 
poem, 1877. In collaboration with 
Mr. Eirikr Magnusson, he has 
translated the following works 
from the Icelandic: — ^'The Story 
of Glrettir the Strong," 1869 ; " The 
Story of the Volsungs and the 
Niblungs," 1870 ; and Three 
Northern Love Stories," 1876. His 
Hopes and Fears for Art: Five 
Lectures, delivered in Birmingham, 
London, and Nottingham, 1878-81,” 
appeared in 1883. 

MOULE, The Rxoht Rev. 


Q-boboe Evans, D.D., Bishop of 
Mid-China, son of the late Rev. 
Henry Moule, vicar of Fordington, 
Dorset, was born at Q-iUingham 
vicarage in that county, Jan. 20, 
1828, and received his education at 
Corpus Christi College, Cambridge 
(B.A. 1860, D.D., sure dtgnitaiis, 
1880). He was curate of Fording- 
ton, Dorset, from 1851 to 1865 j 
chaplain of the Dorset County 
Hospital from 1865 to 1867 5 mis- 
sionary, Church Missionary Society, 
from 1857 to 1880 1 and on leave, 
and curate of West Stafford from 
1878 to 1880. In the latter year 
(Oct. 28) he was consecrated Bishop 
of Mid-China, in St. Paul's Cathe- 
dral, London. His lordship has 
published translations of the Book 
of Common Prayer, and the Q-ospel 
of St. John (1878) and St. Matthew 
(1879) in the Chinese language. 

MOULTON, The Rev. Wil- 
liam FmDiAN, M.A. (Lond.), D.D. 
(Edin.), bom at Leek, Stafford- 
shire, March 14, 1835, was educated 
at Woodhouse Q-rove School, and 
graduated at the London Univer- 
sity in 1856, and gained the Gold 
Medal in Mathematics. He was 
Prizeman in the Scriptural Exam- 
inations, and Bibhcal Criticism. 
Mr. Moulton having entered the 
Wesleyan ministry, was appointed 
Classical T?utor in the Wesleyan 
Theological College, Richmond, in 
1868. After having laboured there 
for sixteen years, he was designated 
Head Master of the New Wesleyan 
School at Cambridge, in 1874. ]^6- 
viously, in 1872, he had been elected 
a member of the Legal Hundred at 
the earliest election at which the 
laws of the Wesleyan connection 
admitted into that body. He re- 
ceived the honorary de^ee of D.D. 
from Edinburgh University in 
1874,* and the hon. depee of M.A. 
from the University of Cambridge, 
April 19, 1877. Mr. Moulton is a 
member of the New Testament 
Revision Company ; translator and 
editor of Winer's "Grammar of 
New Testament Greeks" and a 
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contributor to Professor Plnmptre^s addition to and after that of Cow- 


" Bible Educator.” His "^History 
of tbe English Bible” appeared in 
1878. 

MOUNT TEMPLE (Lord), The 
Eioht Hon. William: Eranois 
Cowpeb-Templb, is tbe second son of 
thefiftbEarlCo-wper^byEmilyMary^ 
eldest daughter of the 1st Viscount 
Melbourne. (She married^ secondly, 
the celebrated Viscount Palmer- 
ston.) He was bom Deo. 13, 1811, 
and entering the army as Cornet 
in the Horse G-uards in Dec. 1827, 
he became Lieutenant in 1832, and 
Captain in 1835, when he retired 
upon half-pay. He was promoted 
to the rank of Brevet-Major in 
1852. After leaving the army he 
was private secretary to Lord Mel- 
bourne, 1835 j a Commissioner of 
Greenwich Hospital, 1839 j a Lord 
of the Treasury, 1841 j a Lord of 
the Admiralty, July, 1846 — ^Mar. 
1852, and Deo. 1852— Eeb. 1855, 
Under - Secretary for the Home 
Department, Eeb. to Aug. 1855 j 
and President of the Board of 
Health from Aug. 1855, when he 
was sworn a Privy Councillor, till 
Eeb. 1857, when he was appointed 
to the newly-created office of Vice- 
I^esident of the Committee of 
-the Privy Council on Education. 
Whilst holding this post he pre- 
sided over the Board of Health 
until the resignation of the Ministry 
in 1858. In Aug. 1869, he was ap- 
pointed Vice-President of the Board 
of Trade, and in Eeb. 1860, Eirst 
Commissioner of Public Works, 
which office he resigned on the fall 
of the Bussell administration in 
1866. Mr. Cowper represented the 
borough of Hertford in the Liberal 
interest from 1835 till 1868, when 
he was returned for South Hamp- 
shire, which constituency he con- 
tinued to represent in the House of 
Commons till 1880. He was sworn a 
Privy Councillor in 1856. Under 
his administration the parks were 
gimtly improved. In Nov. 1871, 
he obtained Hm? Majesty^a licence 
tp use fumsme of Temple in 


per, in compliance with a clause in 
the will of the late Lord Palmer- 
ston. Mr. Cowper - Temple pro- 
moted and passed "The Medical 
Bill,” 1858, by which the Medical 
Council was established ; " Tho 

Thames Embankment Bill,” 1862-3 ; 
"The Courts of Justice Building 
Bill,” 1863 ; and " The Metropoli- 
tan Commons Bill,” 1866. In 1870, 
when the Elementary Education 
Bill was under consideration, Mr. 
Cowper-Temple brought forward a 
proposal to exclude from all rate- 
built schools every catechism and 
formulary distinctive of denomina- 
tional creed, and to sever altogether 
the relation between the local 
School Boards and the denomina- 
tional schools, leaving the latter to 
look solely to the central grants for 
help. On June 30, 1870, by a ma- 
jority of 252 to 95 votes, the Com- 
mons rejected Sir S. Northoote’s 
proposal to eliminate from the Edu- 
cation Bill Mr. Cowper-Templo's 
proviso against distinctive religious 
catechisms or formularies, and to 
leave the whole question of religi- 
ous teaching to the discretion of 
each School Board. Subsequently 
the Government accepted tho 
amendment, which was added to 
the Bill. Eor some years Mr. 
Cowper - Temple endeavoured to 
remove the obstacles which stand 
in the way of women obtaining 
licences to practice medicine. In 
May, 1880, he was raised to the 
Peerage by the title of Baron 
Moun&Temple, of Mount-Temple, 
county Sl^o. 

MO WAT, The Hon. Oliver, Q.C., 
LL.D., M.P.P., Premier and Attor- 
ney-General in the Province of On- 
tario, Canada, was born at King- 
ston, U.C., on the 22nd July, 1820. 
He was called to the bar of Upper 
Canada in 1842. He was appointed 
a Queen^s Counsel in 1856, and a 
Bencher of the Law Society for the 
Province in the same year. He is 
a member of the Senate, and an 
LL.D. of Toronto University. From 
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1856 to 1859 he was a Commissioner ; 
for consolidating the Pubho General ' 
Statutes of Canada and Upper j 
Canada. He entered political life | 
in 1858, as representative of South | 
Ontario ; was Provincial Secretary i 
in the same year; Postmaster- I 
General in 1863-61 ; and from Hov., 1 
ISOIj, until Oct., 1872, was Vice- ' 
Chancellor of Upper Canada. He 
left the Bench at the latter period 
to form a new administration in 
Ontario, and became Premier and 
Attorney-General for the Province, 
and representative of North Oxford 
in the Legislature, positions he still 
holds. He is the author of many 
important legislative measures in 
the Provincial Parliament, among 
which is the Judicature Bill, an 
Act passed for the fusion of Law 
and Equity in the Courts of Ontario. 
He IB a Liberal in politics. 

MOWBBAT, Tm Branr Hon. 
Sib John Bobbbt, Bart., M.P., of 
Warennes Wood, Berkshire, is the 
only son of the late Mr. Bobert S. 
Cornish, of Exeter, by his marriage 
with Marianne, daughter of Mr. 
John Powning, of PCill's Court, near 
Exeter. He was bom at Exeter in 
1815 ; was educated at Westminster 
and Christ Church, Oxford, where 
he graduated B.A. and M.A., and 
received the honorary degree of 
B.C.L. at Oxford, Nov. 80, 1869; 
was called tp the bar at the Inner 
Temple, and went the Western cir- 
cuit. He was elected, in 1853, one 
of the members, in the Conservative 
interest, for the city of Durham, 
which h& continued to represent 
until 1868, when he was returned 
for the University of Oxford. He 
was appointed Judge-Advocate Ge- 
n€^ in Eurd Derby’s second ad- 
ministration in 1858, when he was 
^om a Privy Councdllor^ and again 
in Iiord Derby’s Ihixd ^ministra- 
tion in July, 1866. He was Second 
Church Estates Commissioner from 
Aug., 1866, to Deo., 1868* He is an 
honorary Fellow of Hertford 061- 
lege, Oxford; and in 1877 he was 
elected an honorary Fellow of Christ 


Church. He married, in 18-17, Eli- 
zabeth Gray, only child of George 
Isaac Mowbray, Esq., of Bishop- 
wearmouth, co. Durham, and Mor- 
timer, Berks, on which occasion he 
assumed the name of Mowbray in 
lieu of his patronymic. He was 
created a baronet in April, 1880. 

MOZLEY, The Ebv. Thomas, 
M.A., brother of the late Bev. James 
Bowling Mozley, D.D., born in Lin- 
colnshire, in 1806, was educated at 
the Charterhouse and Oriel College, 
Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 
in 1828 ; was elected, in 1829, to a 
Fellowship^ at Oriel College, which 
he held till his appointment, in 
1836, to the rectory of Cholderton, 
Wilts. From 1838 till 1842 he wrote 
for the JBritish Critic, and in 184<3 
became a contributor of leading 
articles to the Times, and is under- 
stood to be still a member of the 
staff. In 18 18 he resigned his living 
to reside in London, and some years 
after, removed to Finohampstead, 
Berks. In 1868 he was presented 
by Oriel College to the rectory of 
Plymtree, Devon, where he now 
resides. From the opening of the 
OEoumenioal Council of the v atican, 
in 1869, to its third public session 
at Easter, 1870, he wrote the letters 
in the Times "from our Special 
Correspondent ” at Borne. His " Be- 
miniscencGS, chiefly of Oriel College 
and the Oxford Movement,” ap- 
peared in 2 vols., 1882. 

MUELLEB (Babon) Sib Febdi- 
NANi> VON, K.C.M.G., M.D., Ph.D., 
F.B.S., son of the late Frederick 
Mueller, of Bostock, Germany, by 
Louisa, daughter of George Mortens, 
of Asohergleben, was bom at Bos- 
took, 1825, was educated, after the 
early death of his parents, in Schles- 
wig, studied also in Kiel, examined 
extensiv^ the vegetation of Schles- 
wig and BColatein irom 1840 to 1847, 
wh^, on account of hereditary in- 
cBnation to phthisis, he emigrated 
to Australia. He travelled tniouffh 
th6 extensive territory of South 
Australia mainly for researches on 
plants firom 1848 till 1852, at his 
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private expense. In 1862 lie ac- 
cepted the newly-created oface of 
Q-ovemment Botanist for Yictoria ; 
explored there till 1856, examining 
also the whole mountain vegetation 
of Australia, previously utterly un- 
known, ascended and named Mount 
Hotham, the Barkly Eanges, and 
many other mountains; joined, as 
Phytographic Naturalist, the expe- 
dition, sent out under Augustus 
Gregory, hy the Duke of Newcastle, 
to explore the Eiver Victoria, and 
other portions of the north parts of 
the Australian continent ; was one 
of the four who reached Termi- 
nation Lake in 1856 : went through- 
out the whole other parts of the 
same expedition, conducted over- 
land hy Gregory to Moreton Bay; 
accepted the Directorship of the 
Botanical Garden of Melbourne in 
1857, which office he held till 1873, 
raising that institution to high 
fame, and establishing scientmc 
relations with all parts of the globe, 
in order to introduce useful plants 
into the colony, and to make known 
Australian plants abroad. He was 
one of the Commissioners for the 
Industrial Exhibitions in Melbourne 
in 1864, 1862, and 1867 , has issued 
eight volumes of his ^'Pragmenta 
Phytographiae Australias;'^ two vo- 
lumes, largely illustrated, on the 
“Plants of Victoria,^^ irrespective 
of several other ^blications; con- 
tributed to the “Flora Australien- 
sis,” of which six volumes have ap- 
pealed. He was elected a Fellow 
of the Eoyal Society of London in 
1861 ; was included in the first no- 
minations for the Order of SS. 
Micnael and George; nominated a 
Commander of the Order of St. 
lago of Portugal, and of Isabella 
of Spain ; and created a hereditary 
Baron by the King of Wurtemberg, 
in 1871* Many mountains, rivers, 
and lakes are named in Australia 
in honour of Baron von Mueller, 
also a glacier and river in New 
Zealand, and a mountain in Spitz- 
bergen. The Baron still continues 
his researches in Melbourne. In 


1879 he was rewarded for his colo- 
nial services as a naturalist with 
the Knight Commandership of the 
Order of St. Michael and St. George. 

MUIE, SxR William, KC.S.I, 
LL.D., son of Mr. William Muir of 
Glasgow, was born in 1819. He 
was educated at the Universities of 
Edinburgh and Glasgow; entered 
the Bengal Civil Service in 1837; 
has been secretary to the Govern- 
ment of India in the foreign de- 
partment ; was appointed provi- 
sional member of the Governor- 
General’s Council in India in Dec., 
1867, and Lieutenant-Governor of 
the North-West Provinces in 1868 ; 
was invested with the Order of the 
Star of India in 1867; appointed an 
ordinary member of the Council of 
the Governor-General of India in 
1847 ; and retired in 1876. He was 
created an honorary D.C.L. of the 
University of Oxford in 1882, His 
works are, “ The Life of Mahomet 
and History of Islam, to the Era of 
the Hegira,’’^ 4 vols., Lond , 1868-61, 
new edit., abridged, 1 vol., 1877; 
“The Cor An, its Composition and 
Teaching, and the Testimony it 
bears to the Holy Scriptures,^* 1878 ; 
“Extracts from the Cor An, with 
English Eendering,** 1880; and 

The Early Caliphate and l^se of 
Islam,** being the Eede Lecture for 
1881, delivered before the Univer- 
sity of Cambridge. 

MUKHTAE-PACHA, Ghazi 
Ahmed, springs direct from a 
family engaged in trade, and some 
members of it still continue in the 
paternal employment. His grand- 
father was Hadji Ibrahim Agha, 
head of the guild of silk merchants 
of Broussa, of Asia Minor. His 
father, Hadji Halil Agha, died 
young, and Ahmed Mukhtar, who 
was bom in 1837, was brought up 
by his grandfather, who sent him 
in 1849 to the preparatory military 
school of his native city* Toung 
Katyrdschy Oghlu—for snoH is the 
family name, which> in aooordance 
with Eastern custom, is seldom if 
ever used— manifested a remarkable 
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aptitude for military studies, and 
at the expiration of fire years lie 
passed from the school first of his 
class. Entering the Military Aca- 
demy at Constantinople, he re- 
mained four years as pupil, when, 
in consequence of his progress, he 
was promoted, while still pursumg 
his studies, to the grade of lieu- 
tenant. When he left, as a further 
reward of merit, he was made cap- 
tain on the staff, and in that capa- 
city he, in 1860, joined the head- 
quarters of the Serdar Ekrem Omer 
Pacha, in Montenegro. Nor was 
he long here before he found occa- 
sion to distinguish himself. To- 
wards the close of the campaign he 
found himself one day with some 
cavalry near the defile of Ustruck, 
then in the possession of a consider- 
able force of the enemy. Seeing an 
opportunity, he went at the Monte- 
negrins, drove them out of the de- 
file, and although twice wounded 
managed to hold it for some hours 
until reinforcements arrived, Eor 
this feat Omer Pacha conferred on 
him the Fifth Class of the Medjidie 
and the rank of coulasse, or adju- 
tant-major. After peace was tem- 
porarily made Ahmed Mukhtar re- 
turned to the Military Academy, 
where he was appointed to the post 
of Professor of Astronomy, Military 
Architecture, and Fortification. In 
this somewhat mixed capacity he 
remained until 1863, when he was 
sent as binbashi or major and chief 
of the staff of the division of Isla- 
heye— a division of organisation — 
at Alexandretta, under the com- 
mand of Dervish Pacha, now 
Mushir at Batoum. At the end of 
1864f 13ie young soldier was ap- 
pointed caimakam, or lieutenant- 
colonel, and tutor to Prince Tous- 
souf Issedin, the eldest son of Sul- 
tan Abdul Aziz, wbo was believed 
to be anxious that his son should 
succeed to the throne instead of the 
eldest male of the family, as the 
Ottoman rule is. In order to qualify 
this rather wilful young Prince — 
whom some flatterers called "the 


Prince Imperial — for this position 
it was resolved that he should make 
the grand tour, and under the 
charge of Lieut. -Colonel Ahmed 
Mukhtar the youth visited England, 
France, Germany, and Austria. 
During this trip European Sove- 
reigns showered honours on the 
"Governor'" of Youssenf Issedin. 
He received the Legion of Honour, 
the Eed Eagle, and the Crown of 
Iron among other decorations, and 
in 1867 returned to Constantinople. 
At that time Prince Youssenf be- 
came colonel of the Imperial Guard, 
and was emancipated from the 
trammels of pupilage. Ahmed 
Mukhtar was appointed one of the 
Commissioners for regulating the 
frontier of Montenegro, in which 
capacity ho served until 1869, by 
his policy saving to Turkey tho 
strategical point of Veli Malou 
Berdn, between Spitz and Podgo- 
ritza, while as the ex-professor of 
fortifications he made the Uie du 
poni of Vezir Keupri. So enraged 
were the Montenegrins at this last 
moment that a party of them fired 
on the young colonel—for now he 
had the full rank — ^killing another 
officer of the same grade at his side. 
For these services he was promoted 
to the Third Class of the Medjidie, 
and returning to Stamboul was 
made a member of the Council of 
War. Three months later he was 
nominated general of brigade, un- 
der Bedif Pacha, then commanding 
the Yemen expedition against the 
Arabs. Soon after Mukhtar's arri- 
val Bedif f eU ill, and the command 
feu into the hands of the young 
liwa, or major-general. He took 
the city of Yedy* and was promoted 
for that achievement to the grade 
of ferik, or general of division, and 
chief of all the corps in Yemen, 
Bedif becoming Governor^ until he 
was superseded, on the ground of 
illness, by Essad Pacha. When 
Ali Pacha, the Minister of War, 
died, Essad Paohabecame Seraskier, 
and Mukhtar was promoted to 
mushir (or fuU general) and the 
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G-ovemorsliip of Temen^ in 1871, at 
the age of 33. As if honours could 
not he heaped upon him fast enough, 
he also received the Osmanli of the 
First Class in brilliants. After the 
taking of Sana he was further de- 
corated with the First Class of the 
Medjidie. In 1873 he returned to 
Stamboul, where he was appointed 
Minister of Public Works, but he 
did not take up the post, as a few 
days afterwards he was named Q-o- 
vemor of Crete. He was not des- 
tinedj however, to rule the people 
whom St. Paul describes as "^ways 
liars,” for the command of the 
Shumla army corps fell vacant, and 
it was conferred on the young 
mushir. He remained at Shumla 
for 13J months, during which time 
he constructed the existing fortifi- 
cations. Next, appointed Governor 
and Military Commandant at Erze- 
roum, he served in the Armenian 
capita for another 13J months, 
when, for yet a third period 
of 13^ months, he took the com- 
mand of Bosnia and Herzegovina 
and Montenegro, where his friends 
(Claimed for him that he gained 
twenty battles and only lost one. 
Now named Governor of Candia, ho 
was at the end of ten days about to 
leave Constantinople when the Go- 
vernment detained him to have his 
advice on the questions affecting 
Montenegro, giving him the nomi- 
nal command of the 4th or Erze- 
roum army corps, On the 26th 
March, 1877, while in his bureau at 
Stamboul, he learnt that for the 
first time the prospects of peace 
were judged hopeless by Turkish 
statesmen, and making an immedi- 
ate application for a ship he left in 
a man-of-war on the 26th for Trebi- 
zonde, where he arrived on the 30th, 
proceeding, after three days' hard 
work in the organisation of land 
transport, &c., to Erzeroum and 
Kars. He had only three weeks to 
provide for the defence of Armenia 
when the war broke out, and in less 
than a week from his arrival in 
Kars that fortress was invested. 


and Mukhtar retired on the 
Soghanly Dagh, His gallant con- 
duct has become a matter of history. 
On the evening of the 1st of October, 
1877, he received the news that the 
Sultan had conferred on him the 
title of Ghazi, one of the greatest 
honours that can be given to an 
Ottoman. The word originally 
means fanatic, but in its modem 
acceptation it is both Defender of 
the Faith and Conqueror. Besides 
this title, the First Class of the 
Medjidie in diamonds, two fine 
Arab horses, and a sword in bril- 
liants, marked his Ottoman Ma- 
jesty's sense of Ahmed Mukhtar's 
services. In April, 1878, he was 
appointed Grand Master of Artillery, 
and in November the same year. 
Commandant of Janina. In Sept., 
1883, he was chosen to proceed to 
Berlin to attend the German 
autumn military manoeuvres. He 
also had several interviews with 
Prince Bismarck with reference 
to the entrance of Turkey into 
the Austro-German alliance. His 
Excellency is the author of an 
astronomical work called '^Fenni 
Bassite, on La Science du Quadrant 
Solaire pour le Temps Torque,” 
the hours in Turkey depending 
upon the moment of sunset, and 
consequently varying from day to 
day. 

MOLLEE, Babon Fbbdinand 
Von. (See Mueller.) 

MO'LL EE, Frederick Max-. 
(Bee Max-Mulleb.) 

MOLLEE, Georob, founder of 
the Orphanage at Bristol, was, 
according to his own '^Narrative” 
of the " Lord's Dealings '' with 
himself, born at Kroppenstaedt, 
near Halberstadt, Prussia, Sept. 27, 
1805. In 1810, his parents removed 
to Heimersleben, where his father 
was appointed collector in the Ex- 
cise. Between the ages of ten and 
eleven he was sent to Halberstadt, 
to the Cathedral Classical School, 
there to be nreparedforthe univer- 
sity, his father's desire being that 
he should become a clergyman.

althougli he confesses to many 
youthful delinquencies indicative 
of unfitness at that time for a 
sacred calling. At the age of four- 
teen he lost his mother^ and at 
fifteen left school and lived with 
his father, reading the classics 
with Dr. Nagel. At the close of 
1821 and the beginning of 1822 he 
was in custody several days for 
living at hotels without the means 
of paying fox his board and lodging. 
He afterwards spent two years and 
a half at the gymnasium of Nord- 
hausen. He became a member of 
the tJniversity of Halle, with 
honourable testimonials, and thus 
obtained permission to preach m 
the Lutheran establishment. In 
1825, with others, he travelled 
forty-three days in Switzerland, on 
foot. Attendance at a devotional 
meeting at a private house produced 
a change in his thoughts and life. 
In 1826, he was fired with a mis- 
sionary zeal, first damped by a 
courtship and then fanned by con- 
versation with missionaries. He 
began preaching in August, 1826, 
and lived for two months in free 
lodgmgs provided for poor students 
of divinity. Then he joined 
another (fivinity student. He 
wrote to a titled lady of Frank- 
fort, of reputed liberality, for a 
small temporary loan? no answer 
came, as expected ; but stiU he did 
receive the amount from some one 
who had heard of his application ; 
and the money, which was sent in 
silver by parcel, was accompanied 
by an anonymous letter written in 
a very religious tone. This inci- 
dent is mentioned because Mr. 
MuUer^s lifework is therein fore- 
shadowed and epitomised; he has 
received and applied the spontane- 
ous gifts of unsolicited donors for 
a period so protracted and on a 
scale so stupendous that the Home 
at Bristol, carried on without the 
usual organization and advertise- 
ment, is one of the marvels of a 
county and an age distinguished 
by the inscription " Supported by 


voluntary contributions.'*^ In June, 
1828, the London Society for Pro- 
moting Christianity among the 
Jews invited him to London on a 
sis months" probation; but the 
Prussian law required from him 
three years" military service. He 
failed to obtain exemption; but an 
illness came on and left him in a 
condition unfit for military service ; 
and in March, 1829, he reached 
London. He studied Hebre-w and 
Chaldee ; but he fell ill again, and 
by medical advice, went to Teign- 
mouth, where he formed the ac- 
quaintance of his " beloved brother, 
friend, and fellow-labourer, Henry 
Craik."" He could not conform to 
the disciplinary conditions of the 
Jews" Society, and he ceased to be 
one of its missionary students in 
Jan., 1830. Ultimately he con- 
sented to settle down at Teign- 
mouth, as the minister at Ebenezer 
Chapel ; he also laboured in Bristol. 
In 1830, he married Mary Q-roves ; 
and the same year gave up pew 
rents and threw himself on volun- 
tary^ gifts, for which a box was set 
up in the chapel. He was often 
reduced to a few shillings, but he 
made known his wants ^'to the 
Lord only,"' and they were usually 
supplied. In 1834 he and his co- 
labourers established "The Scrip- 
tural Knowledge Institution for 
Home and Abroad,"" to assist day 
schools, Sunday schools, and adult 
schools, to supply cheap Bibles, and 
aid missionary societies ; and it was 
not to ask for worl<By patronage, 
nor to contract debt. In Dec. 
1836, after a visit to the Continent, 
and after much consideration, he 
printed a proposal for the estab- 
lishment of an Orphan House for 
destitute children bereaved of both 
parents. A second statement is 
dated Jan. 16, 1836. That said, 
"It is intended to receive the chil- 
dren from the seventh to the 
twelfth year, and to let them stay 
in the house till they are able to go 
to service."" The"^ork progressed 
through spontaneous offers of 
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money and service; and a third 
statement announcing the opening 
of the Home is dated May 18^ 1836. 
Admission had then been accorded 
to the youngest children who were 
orphans. By May, 1837, there were 
sirfcy-four children in two houses ; 
and at the end of that year Mr. 
Muller wrote and published the 
first part of his Narrative." He 
continued it in 1841, 1844, and 1856. 
At the end of 1838 there were 86 
orphans in three houses. At the 
end of 1856 the orphans numbered 
297 ; and Mr. Muller wrote, ‘^With- 
out any one having been personally 
applied to for an;^hing by me, the 
sum of ^84,441 6s. has lieen 
given to me for the orphans, as the 
result of prayer to Q-od." He states 
how this has been expended, and 
he also acknowledges separately 
gifts sent to him for his own per- 
sonal use. Expansion, the addition 
of house to house, increase in the 
number of orphans, have been the 
history of this undertaking, until, 
in 1876, 2,000 children were lodged, 
fed, and educated, without a shilSng 
of endowment, without a commi-^ 
tee, without organization, by funds 
drawn from all parts of the world. 
Besides all this, through the agency 
of the Institution named, Mr. 
Mtiller supports numerous foreign 
and home missonaries and schoolSi 
and provides for the circulation of 
vast numbers of the Scriptures and 
religious tracts, and he refuses to 
issue any appeals or to hold any 
meetings, relying, as he says, on the 
efficacy of faith and prayer. He 
will not allow any advertisements 
or handbills of any of his services 
to be issued ; his distinctive behef 
being that he is an instrument in 
God’s hand working by faith and 
prayer. The town of Orphan 
Houses on Ashley Downs, wdth 
their well cultivated kitchen gar- 
dens, is in many senses the grandest 
institution which Bristol boasts. 
Their founder has courted no pub- 
licity he could avoid, and many who 
have gazed upon the results of Ms 


work have failed to get a glimpse 
of the man, and have discovered 
that even a photographic portrait 
of him was not to be had. But Ms 
"Narrative" and other books or 
pampMets, published under his 
auspices, find a large sale, and are 
among the means by which the 
Home is brought to the knowledge 
of unsolicited donors. 

MULOCK, Miss Dinah Maria, 
born at Stoke-upon-Trent, Stafford- 
shire, in 1826, published her first 
novel, "The Ogilvies," in 1849, foh 
lowed by " Olive," a novel, wMch 
supported the promise of its prede- 
cessor, in 1850 ; " The Head of the 
Family," a story of Scottish Life 
in the middle classes, and a fairy 
tale called "Alice Learmont," im 
1851; "Agatha’s Husband," in 
1852 ; " John Halifax, Gentleman,” 
in 1857; "A Life for a Life," 
" Christian’s Mistake," " Two Mar- 
riages," and "A Noble Life," in 
1866. She has also pubhshed col- 
lections of fugitive papers, entitled 
" Bomantic Tales," " Domestic 
Tales," "Nothing New," "Studies 
from Life," "A Woman’s Thoughts 
about Women," and a volume of 
Poems; the following books for 
young people : " How to Win Love, 
or Rhoda’s Lesson ; " " Cola Monti, or 
The Story of a Genius ; " "A Hero : 
Philip’B Book ; " "Little Lyohetts ; " 
"Our Tear;" and "Bread upon 
the Waters ; " " The Unkind Word 
and other Stories," 1869; "Fair 
France : Impressions of a Traveller," 
1870, but incorrectly dated 1871 ; 
"Little Sunshine’s Hohday; a 
picture from Life," 1871; "Han- 
nah,” 2 vols., 1871; "Adventures 
of a Brownie," 1872 ; " My Mother 
and I," 1874; and "The Little 
Lame Prince and his Travelling 
Cloak," 1874,' Her latest works 
are : " Sermons out of Church," 
1876 ; " A Legacy : being the Life 
and Remains of John Martin, 
Schoolmaster and Poet," 2 vols., 
1878 ; and " Plain SpeaJ^ng," 1882.

MUJSTK, William, M.D., E.S.A., 
■born Sept. 24, 1816, was educated 
at University College, London, and 
tke University of Leyden, wliere he 
graduated Doctor of Medicine, 
June 23, 1837. He was admitted a 
member of the Royal College of 
Physicians in 1844, and a Fellow in 
1854; elected Harveian Librarian 
of the College in 1857; was for- 
merly connected with the Medical 
School of St. Thomas’s Hospital as 
demonstrator of morbid anatomy, 
and for many years wa§ physician 
to the Royal Hospital fOr Asthma, 
Consumption, and Diseases of the 
Chest. He now holds the ofiBLce of 
physician to the SmaU-pox and 
Vaccination Hospital, and of con- 
sulting physician to the Royal 
Hospital for Incurables. In addi- 
tion to numerous contributions to 
■^e medical journals relating chieflly 
to diseases of the lungs and heart, 
1 m is the author of a " Memoir of 
t!^ Life and Writings of J. A. 
Paris, M.D.,” 1857 ; and of a valu- 
able biographical work, entitled 

The Roll of the Royal College of 
Physicians of London, compiled 
from the Annals and from other 
Authentic Sources,” 2 vols., 1861. 
Dr. Munk was elected a Fellow of 
•the Society of Antiquaries m 1863. 

MUHRO, Htjg-h Andrew John- 
stone, M.A,, born at Elgin, Scot- 
land, Oct. 14, 1819, was educated at 
Shrewsbury School and Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge, of which he was 
elected a Fellow in 1843. In June, 

1869, he was elected Professor of 
Latin in the University of Cam- 
bridge, being the first occupant of 
that chair. He resigned the prof es- 
sorship in 1872. The honorary degree 
of D.C.L. was conferred upon him 
by the Umversity of Oxford, June 
IS, 1873 . Mr. Munro has published 
editions of Lucretius in 1860, 1864, 
and 1866 ; and a new edition, with 
a literal 'teanslation, and notes cri- 
tical and explanatory, in 2 vols., 

1870. He also edited in 1867 the 


poem of JEtna,” and in 1869 the 
works of Horace. His ""Criticisms 
and Elucidations of Catullus” ap- 
peared in 1878. He was created an 
honorary D.C.L. of the University 
of Dublin in July, 1882. 

MURE, David, called by courtesy 
Lord Mure, a Scotch Judge of Ses- 
sion, third son of the late Col. Mure, 
of Caldwell, and brother of the emi- 
nent historian of Greece, born in 
1810, was educated at Westminster 
and the University of Edinburgh. 
Having been called to the Scoth bar 
in 1831, he was appointed Solicitor- 
General for Scotland in 1858, Lord 
Advocate in April, 1859, and was 
raised to the Scotch Bench in Jan , 
1865. He represented Buteshire, 
in the Conservative interest, from 
April, 1859, till he was made a 
judge; is a Deputy Lieut, for Bute- 
shire, and was Sheriff of Perthshire 
in 1853-8. 

MURRAY, The Right Hon. Sik 
Charles Ax7aDSTus,K.C.B., second 
son of the fifth earl of Dunmore, 
born Nov. 22, 1806, was educated 
at Eton and Oriel College, Oxford, 
where he graduated B.A. in 1827, 
and was elected to a Fellowship at 
All Souls College. He was ap- 
pointed June 6, 1838, Master of the 
Royal Household, and Dec. 31, 1844, 
extra Groom in Waiting on the 
Queen. In 1844 he was appointed 
Secretary of Legation at Naples ; in 
1846 British Agent and Consul- 
General in Egypt, where he re- 
mained some years ; in 1863 British 
Minister m Switzerland ; was sent 
in 1854 as Envoy to Teheran; in-^ 
1859 was appointed British Minister 
in Saxony; in 1866 was sent as 
Envoy to Denmark ; and in 1867 to 
Portugal. He was in attendance 
upon the Viceroy of Egypt on his 
visit to England in June and July, 
1862; was made a C.B. April 27, 
1848, and a K.C.B. in June, 1866. 
He has written the popular Indian 
story, "" The Prairie Bird,” pub- 
lished in 1844 ; "" Travels in North 
America,” in 1854; and '"Hassan; 
or. The Child of the Pyramids,” in 
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1857. He was sworn of the Privy 
Counoil, May 13, 1875. 

MURRAY, David Christie, was 
bora at West Bromwich, Stafford- 
shire, April 13, 184!7, and educated 
at a private school there. He began 
press life as a reporter on the Bir- 
mingham Morning News, under the 
editorship of his friend George 
Dawson j came to London in 1873, 
served on the Daily News, and was 
on the staff of the World. He acted 
as special correspondent to the 
Scotsman and the Times in the 
Russo-Turkish War. On his return 
he abandoned journalism for fiction. 
In 1879 he published his first long 
work of fiction in Chamberses Journal 
— A Life’s Atonement.” Joseph’s 
Coat” appeared in 1880, "^Val 
Strange” and ‘"Coals of Eire,” a 
collection of short stories, in 1881 j 
""Hearts,” and ""By the Gate of the 
Lea,” in 1882, the latter being the 
latest serial published in the original 
senes of the Qornhill Magazine. In 
1883 Mr. Murray published ""The 
Way of the World.” 

M U S G R AV B, Sm Anthony, 
K.O.M.G., is third son of the Into 
Mr. Anthony Musgrave, M.D., trea- 
surer of Antigua, and was born in 
1828. He entered as a student at 
the Inner Temple in 1861, land in 
the following year was appointed 
Treasury Accountant at Antigua. 
He was nominated Colonial Secre- 
tary there in 1854. In Oot.^ 1860, 
he was appointed Administrator of 
the Colony of Nevis, and in the 
following April he was transferred 
to the Island of St. Vincent in a 
similar capacity. Sir A. Musgrave 
held the Governorship of Newfound- 
land from 1864 tiU 1869, when he was 
appointed Governor of British Co- 
lumbia, In 1872 he was nominated 
Lieutenant-Governor of Natal, but 
was shortly after transferred to the 
Governorship of South Australia; 
this post he held till 1877, when he ' 
was transferred to the Island of 
Jamaica. In March, 1883, he was 
^pointed to succeed Sir Arthur J, 
Kennedy in the Governor-General- 


ship of Queensland. Sir A. Mus- 
grave was nominated a Companion 
of the Order of St. Michael and St. 

I George in 1871, and was promoted 
for ms long official services to a 
Knight Commandorship of that 
Order in 1875. 

MUSGRAVE, The Rev. Geoboe, 
M.A., eldest son of the late G. Mus- 
grave, Esq., of Shillington Manor, 
Beds, and Borden Hall, Kent, was 
born in Marylebone in 1798, and 
graduated in high honours, from 
Brasenoso College, Oxford. On his 
return from extensive European 
travel he became the first curate of 
All Souls, Marylebone, and subse- 
quently of the mother church in that 
parish; and in 1838 wiis inducted 
into his patrimonial benefice of St. 
Peter and St. Paul, Borden, which, 
after fourteen years’ residence, ho 
vacated in favour of liis son-in-law. 
Mr. Musgrave was the first scholar 
who rendered the Hebrew l^salter 
into English blank verse, published 
in 1833, and subsequently wrote 
several works adapted to the capa- 
city of farm labourers’ children, one 
of them entitled "" The Bird-Scarer,” 
His "' Interpreter of the Pour Gos- 
pels,” and a companion volume 
written exclusively for the enlight- 
enment of agricultural populations, 
were widely circulated; but he is 
more generally known as the author 
of some twelve or thirteen volumes 
of travels in Prance, these 

are "^The Parson, Pen, and Pencil” 
(he is his own illustrator), 8 vols., 
1847; ""A Ramble in Normandy,” 
1855; Pilgrimage into Dau- 
phin6,” 1867 ; ” By-roads and Bat- 
tle-fields in Picardy,” 1861 ; Ten 
Days in a French Parsonage,” 1868 ; 

Nooks and Corners in Old Prance,” 
1867; ”A Ramble in Brittany,” 
1870 ; and a little brochure (anony- 
mous), entitled "" Viator Verax,” ex- 
posing the impositions and inde- 
cencies of Continental travettng* 
In 1866 Mr, Muagpeave produced a 
translation in plank verse of 
Homer*s "" Odyssey ” wWdh hecame 
a pendant in that metre to the 
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Earl of Eerby^s "Iliad/^ and en- 
rolled tbe name of the author in 
the Institute of Prance Eesuming 
residence in London, Mr Musgrave 
devoted his energies to ecclesias- 
tical and literary subjects j became 
a Fellow of the Eoyal Institution 
and of the Archaeological Society, 
and President at two or three In- 
stitutes, where he was a frequent 
lecturer. 

MHSUEIJS PACHA, Constait- 
TiNB, diplomatist, was born at Con- 
stantinople, Feb. 18, 1807, his father, 
Paul Musurus, having been a native 
of Eetimo, in Crete, and a descendant 
of an ancient patrician family. He 
received, at Constantinople, a very 
careful education, comprising the 
classical literature of Greece and 
Eome, the sciences, and several Enro^ 
pean languages. In 1832 he was ap- 
pointed Secretary to the prince of 
Samos (Stephen Vogorides), and in 
1833 accompanied the commissioners 
of France, England, and Eussia, sent 
to exhort the Samians to make their 
submission to the Porte. The com- 
missioners having failed, M. Mu- 
surus, in 1834, undertook the paci- 
fication of Samos, which he accom- 
plished without using coercion ; and 
having organized the internal ad- 
ministration upon a liberal consti- 
tutional basis, he governed the island 
for four years to the satisfaction of 
the people. On his return to Con- 
stantinople, in 1839, he married the 
Princess Anne, second daughter of 
Prince Vogorides, bom in 1819. 
She was seized with an attack of 
disease of the heart, at the ball 
given to the Sultan at the Foreign 
Office, London,- July 19, 1867, and 
died the same night. In 1840 he 
was sent to Athens as Envoy Ex- 
traordinary and Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary, a difficult mission for an 
Ottoman diplomatist. It was sig- 
nalized by a rupture of diplomatic 
relations between the two courts, 
by the triumph of Ottoman policy, 
and by an attempted assassination 
of M. Musurus. At the end of 1848 
he was recalled from Athens to re- 


present Turkey at the Austrian 
court, where his able management of 
the delicate matters connected with 
the demand for the surrender of the 
Hungarian refugees increased his 
weU-eamed reputation. He was 
rewarded for the ability displayed 
by him in these delicate negotia- 
tions by being appointed, in April, 
1851, Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary at London j 
received the rank of Ambassador, 
Jan. 30, 1856, and the rank of 
Muchir, with the title of Pacha, on 
the Sultan's visit to London, in 
July, 1867. He is decorated with 
the Order of the Osmani4 of the 
first class, and the Order of the 
Medjidie of the first class, besides 
many other foreign Orders. 

MYLNE, The Etoht Ebv. Lotris 
Gboroe, D.D., Bishop of Bombay, 
son of Jiiajor Charles Eavid Mylne, 
H.EJ.C.S., was born at Paris in 
1843, and educated at Merchiston 
Castle School, Edinburgh, at the 
University of St. Andrews, and at 
Corpus Christi College, Oxford (B.A. 
1st class in classics, 1866; M.A., 
1870; E.E., 1876). He was curate 
of North Moreton, Berkshire, from 
1866 to 1870, and senior tutor of 
Keble^ College from 1870 to 1876. 
He was appointed Bishop of Bombay 
in succession to the late Er. Eouglas, 
and was consecrated in St. Paul's 
Cathedral, London, by the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, May 1, 1876.

NACHTIG AL, Gusta-V, a German 
traveller, born Feb. 23, 1834, at 
Eichstadt, near Stendal, in Prussia, 
studied medicine at Berlin, Halle, 
Wurzburg, and Greifswald, became 
an army-surgeon at Cologne in 1859, 
and went to Algeria for the benefit 
of his health in 1863 . Subsequently 
he removed to Tunis, where he was 
appointed second physician to the 
Bey. Er. Nachtigal, who was the 
bearer of presents from the King of 
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Prussia to tlie ruler of Bornou, 
started from Tripoli in February, 
1869, and in the following summer 
pushed his way from Fezzan into 
the mountainous country of Tibessi, 
being the first European to pene- 
trate so far southwards, After in- 
curzdng great dangers and almost 
incredible privations, he returned 
to Fezzan, and in July, 1870, reached 
Bomou, accomplished his mission, 
went through Kanem once more 
into the Sahara, and reached Bornou 
(being again the first European to 
do so). In Jan., 1872, being bach 
again at Kouka, in Bornou, ho un- 
dertook a journey to Begharmi and 
the heathen slave-dealing regions 
south of it, all entirely unknown 
ground, and returned in autumn 
with very valuable scientific mate- 
rial. In the spring of 1873 he set 
out for Wadai, his chief aim, where 
T)r. Vogel, the first and only Euro- 
pean who had reached it before, 
had been put to death by the King. 
The dominions of this cruel despot 
were crossed by Dr. Kaohtigal from 
west to east, and from north to 
south, after which the traveller ar- 
rived in Darfur (until that time an 
almost inaccessible country) in the 
spring of 1874, just when Egypt 
had prepared for war against it. 
The doctor, however, succeeded in 
making his escape before the out- 
break of hostilities, travelled 
through Kordofan to Khartoum, 
and arrived in Nov., 1874, at Cairo. 
Dr. Naohtigal collected an enormous 
amount of linguistic, historical, and 
etoographical details, worked up 
with great precision and skill in a 
work entitled " Sahara und Sudan 
Ergebnisse sechsj^hriger Eeisen in 
Afrika" (^'Sahara and Soudan, 
Eesults of six years wanderings in 
Africa,'-’) Vol. I., 1879. Dr. Nach- 
tigal was elected President of the 
G-erman African Society in 1876, 
and in the same year he received 
the gold medal of the French Geo- 
graphical Society. He is President 
of the Geographioal Society of Ber- 
lin. In March, 1882, he was ap- 


pointed Interim German Consul at 
Tunis 

NAPIEK AND ETTEICK 
(Babon), The Eight Hon. Fbancis 
Napiee, K.T„ eldest son of the Sth 
baron, born Sept. 15, 1819, succeeded 
his father Oct. 11, 1831. He was 
made Attache to the Embassy at 
Vienna in 1840, and held diplomatic 
posts at Teheran and Constantinople, 
to which place he returned as Secre- 
tary of Embassy in 1854, after 
having been Secretary of Legation 
at Naples and St. Petersburg. In 
1857 he was appointed British Minis- 
ter at Washington, whence he was 
removed, Dec. 13, 1858, to the Hague j 
going Dec. 11, 1860, to St. Peters- 
burg ; and Sept. 15, 1864, to Berlin. 
He was Governor of Madras from 
Jan. 31, 1866, till Jan., 1872, and 
was then acting Viceroy of India, 
pro tempore, after the assassination 
of Lord Mayo. Having returned 
to England he acted as President 
of the Social Science Association at 
the meeting held at Plymouth in 
the autumn of 1872. He also pre- 
sided over the education section of 
the same Association at the meet- 
ing held at Glasgo'v^ in Oct., 1874, 
After his return to this country 
Lord Napier and Ettrick took an 
active part towards bringing about 
a, reform in the municipal govern- 
ment of the metropolis, and he 
became an energetic worker in the 
London School Board, of which he 
was a member. 

NAPIEE OF MAGDALA 
(Baron), The Eight Hon. Sir 
Eobebt Cobnelitts Napier, G.C.B., 
G.C.S.I,, son of Major C.F. Napier, 
Eoyal Artillery, by Catherine, 
daughter of Codrington Carrington, 
Esq., of Blackmans, Barbados, was 
born in Ceylon in 1810. He re- 
ceived his education at the Military 
College, Addiscombe, entered the 
corps of Bengal Engineers in 18^, 
and served with distinotioa in the 
Sutlej campaign, at the conclusion 
of which, having attained the rank 
of Major, he was selected by the 
late Sir Henry Lawrence for the 
3 G 
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responsible post of Engineer to tlie 
Durbar of Lahore. He was by this 
position enabled to ac<inire that 
special knowledge of the Punjanb 
and its resources so essential to a 
judicious development of the latter^ 
should the tide of events necessitate 
the undertaldng of such a task hy 
the Indian G-overnment. He was 
constantly referred to when Mool- 
raj rebelled^ on all questions con- 
nected with the reduction of Mool- 
tam at the siege of which he was 
present as senior Engineer ; and at 
its fall accompanied Gen. Wish^’s 
force to the fords of the Chenaubj 
where^ after the junction with the 
main army under Lord Goughs he 
served as one of Sir John Cheapens 
‘‘ right-hand men at the battle of 
Goojerat. He was promoted to the 
rank of Colonel, and named Chief 
Engineer under the new Punjaub 
administration, when he was ena- 
bled to carry out his long-cherished 
plans for covermg that almost track- 
less country with arteries of mili- 
tary and commercial highways, 
after constructing magnificent ca- 
nals destined to fertihze the arid 
Dooab, and eventually to cause the 
construction 5f numerous pablic 
buildings, barracks, &c., requisite 
to the efficient adrninistration of 
the provmce. He was engaged in 
the discharge of these onerous 
duties for some years, until sum- 
moned to Calcutta to assume the 
post of Chief Engineer of Bengal. 
During the mutiny of 1857 he 
served in the capacity of Chief 
Engineer with the army of Sir 
Cohn Campbell, and the part he 
played in the suppression of the 
rebelhon greatly eiihanoed his pre- 
vious h^h reputation. It was he who 
at the siege of Lucknow planned that 
bridging of the Goomtee river which 
exercised so great an influence on 
the operations for the overthrow of 
the enemy, and he was afterwards 
appointed to the command of the 
force employed to destroy the re- 
bels reunited under Tantia Topee j 
but on Sir Hugh Eose claiming the 


execution of this task. Col. Napier 
acted as his second in command. 
His services in China as second in 
command under Sir Hope Grant 
are well known, and he was re- 
warded by being made Major-Gen., 
a K.C B., and successor to the late 
Sir J. Outram, as a Military Mem- 
ber of the Council of India. This 
ost he resigned in Jan., 1865, when 
e was nominated to succeed Sir 
W. Mansfield as Commander-in- 
Chief at Bombay, with the local 
rank of Lieut -Gen. ; and in 18G7 
he received the appointment to 
command the expedition intended 
to rescue the Abyssinian captives, 
and was made a Knight Grand 
Commander of the Star of India. 
He achieved a brilhant success. 
King Theodore was thoroughly de- 
feated in an engagement on the 
heights of Islamgie, April 10, 1868, 
and soon afterwards released his 
prisoners. The English commander 
followed up this victory by the 
storming of Magdala on the 13th, 
when Theodore, in despair, com- 
mitted suicide. On Sir Eobert Na- 
pier's return to England in July, 
he received the thanks of Parlia- 
ment j the sum of -£2,000 per an- 
num was settled on him and his 
next heir, in consideration of his 
services J he was elevated to the 
peerage by the title of Baron Na- 
pier of Magdala (July 14) j was 
presented with the freedom of the 
City of London and a sword of the 
value of 200 guineas (July 21) j 
and received other marks of honour. 
He was elected a EeUow of the 
Eoyal Society, Dec. 16, 1869. In 
Jan., 1870, he was appointed to 
succeed Sir Wm. Mansfield as 
Commander-in-Ohief of the forces 
in India, with the local rank of 
General ; and in May following he 
was nominated fifth ordinary mem- 
ber of the Council of the Governor- 
General of India. He was appointed 
Governor of Gibraltar in June, 
1876. In Eeb., 1878, he was select- 
ed by the Government to be’ the 
Commander-in-Chief of the English 
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expeditionary force in tke event of 
this country declaring war against 
Russia — a contingency which was 
averted by the Treaty of Berlin. 

NAPLES, ex-Kino- of. (See 
Francis II.) 

NAPOLEON, Prince Napoleon- 
Jo seph-Charle s-Paul-B on a- 
PARTB, cousin to the emperor Napo- 
leon III , the second son of Jerome 
Bonaparte, by his second marriage 
with the Princess Frederika of 
Wtirtemburg, was bom at Trieste, 
Sept 9,1822. His youth was passed 
at Vienna and Trieste, Florence 
and Rome, occasionally in Switzer- 
land, England, Spain, and in 1845 
he obtained permission to visit Paris 
under the name of the Comte de 
Montfort, but was soon aftorwaa'ds 
compelled to leave on account of 
his intrigues with the extreme 
democrats. After tlie revolution of 
Feb., 1848, Prince Napoleon re- 
turned, and the Corsicans elected 
him a member of the Constituent 
Assembly, in which he became 
leader of the extreme republican 
party known as the Mountain. His 
views, however, underwent a change, 
and in 1849 he was appointed Minis- 
ter Plenipotentiary at Madrid, but 
was shortly recalled for having 
quitted his post without authority. 
He was made a French prince, with 
a seat in the Senate and Council of 
State, Deo. 23, 1853, and at the 
same time received the Grand Cross 
of the Legion of Honour and the 
rank of General of Division. In 1864 
he was appointed to a command in 
the expedition to the Crimea, and 
commanded an infantry division of 
reserve at the battles of Alma and 
Inkermann. On account of his 
sudden retirement from this post, 
ill-health being the excuse, the so- 
briquet of Plon-plon was given him 
by his countrymen. Prince Napo- 
leon is said to have furnished in- 
formation for a pamphlet reflecting 
on tho conduct of the war, and com- 
menting somewhat too freely on the 
deliberations of the council of war 
which decided upon the Crimean 


expedition. Though it was imme- 
diately suppressed by order of tho 
French Government, it was pub- 
lished at Brussels, and was forth- 
with translated into English. In 
1855 he was named President of the 
Imperial Commission of tho Uni- 
versal Exhibition, and iirovod him- 
self a zealous and efficient member. 
In June, 1858, ho was placed at tho 
head of the new ministry for Algiers 
and tho colonies, but speedily re- 
signed his appointment. He mar- 
ried the Princess Clotilde, daughter 
of Victor Emmanuel, late king of 
Italy, Jan. 30, 1859, by whom he 
has two sons, Napoleon Victor 
Jerome Frederick, born July 18, 
18G2, and Napoleon Louis Joseph 
Jerome, born July IG, 18G4, and ono 
daughter, Marie L6titia Eugenio 
Catherine Adelaide, born Doc. 20, 
18GG. In tho Italian campaign of 
1859 he commanded the French 
army of reserve in tho south of 
Italy, but was not engaged in any 
of the groat battles. In the Senate 
in 1861 ho made an attack upon the 
Orleans family, which was answered 
with spirit by tho Duo d'Aumale. 
Prince Napoleon, to the disgust of 
a great portion of the French army, 
declined to accept the challenge 
sent him by the duke on that occa- 
sion. He was president of the 
French Commission to represent 
-France in the Great Exhibition at 
Kensington in 1862. In 1866 Prince 
Napoleon was appointed President 
of the Commissioners for the Uni- 
versal Exhibition at Paris in 1867, 
but resigned tho post in conse- 
quence of a reprimand which he 
received from the emporor for a 
speech deRvered in Corsica at the 
inauguration of a statuo of the 
emperor Napoleon I., May 27, 1865. 
At the same time he gave up his 
appointments as member and vice- 
president of the Privy Council. 
This disgrace, however, was only of 
temporary duration, the prince 
being soon admitted again into the 
councils of the emperor, and in- 
trusted with important and delicate 
8 a 2 
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missions. It is weU known tliat tlie 
prince urged the emperor to inau- 
gurate a liberal policy, and it is 
understood that, after the message 
of 1869, announcing the Senatus- 
Consultum which revived ministe- 
rial responsibility and the system 
of parliamentary government, he 
recommended that the members of 
the cabinet should be replaced by 
new men, who would thoroughly 
carry out the new policy. Prince 
Napoleon has travelled much, and 
made many voyages in his steam 
yacht the Jerome Napoleon to dis- 
tant pao^ts of the world. He has 
often visited England, Corsica, 
Algeria, and Italy ; and in 1861 he 
went to America while the civil 
war was raging, and formed the 
acquaintance of President Lincoln, 
of Mr. Seward, and of several of 
the Eederal and Confederate gene- 
rals. In June, 1863, he visited 
Egypt, in order to ascertain from 
personal observation the progress 
that was being made with the canal 
across the Isthmus of Suez, and in 
the following year he delivered a 
speech in which he spoke in most 
hopeful and flattering terms of M. 
de Lesseps' celebrated scheme, and 
of the company that had been 
formed for carrying it out In 
1868 he visited, it is believed with 
a political object. Southern Ger- 
many, Austria, Hungary, Bohemia, 
the Danubian Principalities, and 
Turkey in Europe. On war being 
declared with Prussia, in July, 1870, 
Prince Napoleon implored his cousin 
to appoint him to a military com- 
mand. The emperor, however, de- 
clined to do so, on the jjlea that he 
noight render more efficient service 
to France by accepting a confiden- 
tial mission to Italy, where he could 
bring his personal influence to bear 
on his father-in-law. King Victor 
Emmanuel. Accordingly he pro- 
ceeded to Florence, but failed to 
obtain the co-operation of Italy. 
These latter facts are stated on the 
authority of a justificatory pam- 
phlet pufblished by Prince Napo- 


leon in 1871, under the title of "La 
VeritA^^ After the fall of the 
empire he spent some months in 
Brussels and in other continental 
cities, but ultimately he fixed his 
residence in England. In Sept. 
1872, he ventured to France on a 
visit to M. Richard, an ex-Minister 
of the Empire, but on the 12th of 
that month he was banished from 
France, but after May 24, 1873, he 
obtained permission to return. 
Subsequently Prince Napoleon 
claimed to be the chief representa- 
tive of his family, and endeavoured, 
though without success, to organize 
a party of his own in opposition to 
the adherents of the Empress 
Eugenie and the Prince Imperial. 
The Volonte Nationale, the organ of 
Prince Napoleon, published the fol- 
lowing extraordinary declaration, 
May 13, 1875 : — "If the son of Napo- 
leon III. were to die. Prince Napo- 
leon would never seek to restore 
the Empire for his own benefit. 
* * * A third Empire, which might 
aim at the restoration of Prince 
Napoleon, or his nephew, would 
probably end in the St. Martin's 
Canal. It would be the end of the 
country. Moreover, we have never 
doubted that France, even if di- 
rectly consulted, would energeti- 
cally pronounce in favour of the 
Republican form, the most com- 
patible with the very principle of 
XJniversal Suffrage." At the gene- 
ral election of Feb. 20, 1876, I^ince 
Napoleon came forward as a candi- 
date in the arrondissement of 
Ajaccio, against M. Rouher, with a 
profession of his political faith, in 
which he said; — "The form of 
government is not in question : it 
exists; I accept it frankly," and 
which concluded thus: — "Choose 
between the son of J erome, nephew of 
Napoleon I., and a stranger to your 
island." He was earnestly opposed 
by the leaders of the Bonapartist 
party and by the Prince Imperial, 
who addressed to M. Francesohini 
Pietro a letter in which he exhorted 
his friends to support M. Rouher. 
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Pnnce Napoleon was defeated on 
the second ballot^ but the Chamber 
invalidated the election of his ad- 
versary^ and on May 14 the Prince 
was elected. He took his seat on 
the benches of the Leftj though he 
did not identify himself with any 
particular group. On Dec. 24, 1876, 
he dehvered a speech in which he 
made a violent attack on the clerica' 
party. He was listened to m silence 
by the Left, while he was violently 
interrupted by the Bonapartists. 
After the act of May 16, 1877, he 
was one of the 363 deputies of the 
reunited sections of the Left who 
refused a vote of confidence to the 
De Broglie Cabinet. At the elec- 
tion of Oct. 14, he was defeated in 
the arrondissement of Ajaccio by 
Baron Hausmann. From this period 
he held aloof from party politics 
until the unexpected death of the 
Prince Imperial again brought him 
into prominence. He was recog- 
nised as head of the family of Bona- 
parte and of the Imperialist party 
by the majority of the adherents of 
the party of the ‘^Appeal to the 
People/^ though not without the op- 
position of M. Amigues andM. Paul 
Granier de Cassagnac, who, after 
having in his journal denounced 
him as a '^Communard” (May 24, 
1876), proposed as the head of the 
party, his son Yiotor, a "young 
man with an ardent heart,^^ who, in 
oint of fact, had been desi^ated 
y the Prince Imperial, in his last 
will and testament, as his successor. 
Prince Napoleon was present at the 
funeral of his cousin at Chislehurst, 
but he returned to Paris imme- 
diately afterwards without having 
had an interview with the Em- 
press. Thenceforward he main- 
tained an attitude of absolute re- 
serve until shortly after the pro- 
mulgation of the decrees of March 
29, 1880, respecting the religious 
congregations. In a letter pub- 
lished by the Ordre and the Slsta- 
fetUf he applauded that measure, 
as being a "renewal of the prescrip- 
tions, too long neglected, of the 


Concordat,^^ and he treated as a 
^'fiction” the Conservative union, 
and declared that he and his friends 
could not be supporters "of a retro- 
grade policy, hostile to civilization, 
to science, and to true liberty” 
(April 6, 1880). On Jan. 16, 1883 
a manifesto by the Prince appeared 
in the Figaro ^ and was extensively 
placarded on the walls of Paris. 
In this document, which was an 
mdictment against the Republic, he 
posed as champion of the Church, 
and advised the nation to have re- 
course to a plebiscite. A meeting of 
the Cabinet was immediately con- 
vened, and the Prince was arrested 
and imprisoned.* The Chambre des 
Mises en Accusation unanimously 
decided, however, that the Prince 
had in reality committed no offence, 
and accordingly after a month^s 
illegal detention he was set at 
liberty, 

NARES, Sir GEORes Strong, 
K.C.B., F.R S., is a son of the late 
Captain William Henry Nares, 
R.N., of Danestown, Aberdeen, by 
his marriage with a daughter of 
Mr E. G. Dodd, and a great grand- 
son of Sir George Nares, formerly 
one of the Justices of the Court of 
Common Pleas. He was bom in 
1831, and was educated at the 
Roy^ Naval College, New Cross, 
where he gained the naval cadet- 
ship which is given annually to the 
most promising pupil by the Lords 
of the Admiralty. He saw some 
service in H.M.S. Canopus^ forming 
part of the Channel squadron, an3 
afterwards in Savannah, on 

the Australian station. He was a 
mate on board the Resolute in the 
Arctic Expedition of 1852-54, when 
he took an active share in the win- 
ter amusements, and did his part 
manfully as a sledge-traveller. He 
acted in the theatricals, and gave a 
series of lectures to the men on 
winds and on the laws of mechanics. 
In the travelling he was away 25 
days in the autumn of 1852, and 
travelled over 184 miles. In the 
spring of 1853 he was auxiliary to 
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Lieut. Mecliam, and travelled over 
665 miles in 69 days. In 1854 he 
started in the intense cold of March, 
and went over 586 miles in 56 days 
On the return of this Arctic Ex- 
pedition he served in H.M S. Qlat- 
tom, during the last year of the 
Crimean war 5 afterwards in H.M S. 
Conqueror on the Mediterranean 
station. On the commencement of 
the present system of training for 
naval cadets, he served as Lieu- 
tenant in charge of cadets under 
the late Captain Eohert Hams, in 
H.M. ships IZZttsinows and Britanma. 
In 1854 he was promoted to the 
rank of Commander, bemg attached 
also to the training-ship Boscawen 
In 1866-67 we find him employed at 
the Antipodes in command of the 
Salamander m surveying the eastern 
and north-eastern coasts of Aus- 
tralia and Torres Straits. In 1869 
he was sent in H M.S ShearujaUr 
to survey and report upon the Gulf 
of Suez. From 1872 down to the 
end of 1874 Captain Hares was in 
command of H.M,S. Challenger, 
employed in making extensive 
soundings on the coast of China, in 
the Eastern and South Pacific 
Oceans, and m other parts of the 
world. He was then ordered home, 
and appointed to the command of 
the Arctic E^edition. The two 
ships composing the expedition, 

H. M.S. Alert and H.M.S. Discovery, 
commanded respectively by Cap- 
tains Hares and Stephenson, left 
England m May, 1875, with the 
hope of reaching the Horth Pole. 
Tie expedition reached the mouth 
of Lady Franklin Bay on Aug. 27. 
Here Captain Hares left the Dis- 
covery to take up her quarters for 
the winter, while the Alert con- 
tinued her course along the west- 
ern shore of Eobeson Channel. 
This course she held until, on Sept. 

I, the Alert herself attained the 
highest latitude, and was made 
fast to some grounded bergs of ice, 
within 100 yards of a tolerably level 
beach, in lat. 82® 27' and long. 
61® 22'. Lieut. Eawson, of the Dis- 


covery, with his sledge-crew of eight 
men, had accompanied the advance 
ship with the object of returning to 
the Discovery during the autumn 
with news of the Jderfs progress. 
This journey, however, he was never 
able to accomplish, the snow being 
too deep, and the ice too treacherous 
and too frequently in motion to 
render sledge -travelling possible 
for a distance of 70 or 80 miles at 
so late a period of the year. The 
Discovery therefore knew nothing of 
her consoi*t’s position until the 
ensuing spring. On Oct. 12 the 
sun finally disappeared, leaving the 
Alert in total or partial darkness 
for 142 days, and the Discovery for 
almost the same period. After the 
return of daylight sledge expedi- 
tions were arranged. A party, 
numbering in the aggregate 53 per- 
sons, led by Commander Markham 
and Lieut Parr, made a most 
gallant attempt to reach the Pole. 
They were absent 72 days from the 
ship, and on May 12 succeeded in 
planting the British flag in lat. 
83® 10' 26" H. From this position 
there was no appearance of land to 
the northward, but, curiously 
enough, the depth of water was 
found to be only 72 fathoms. The 
men suffered intensely from the 
extreme cold, many were attacked 
by scurvy, and it was with great 
difficulty that the sledging party 
made their way back to the ship. 
Captain Hares now resolved to re- 
turn home, as, with the whole 
resources of the expedition he could 
not hope to advance more than 
about 50 miles beyond the positions 
abeady attained. The expedition 
arrived at Yalentia, Oct. 27, 1876. 
In reward for his services Captain 
Hares was appointed a K.C.B. 
(Dec 1). He was afterwards again 
placed in command of the Alert, 
which sailed from Portsmouth Sept. 
24, 1878, for a two years' survey of 
the South Pacific. He is the author 
of "The Haval Cadet's Guide, or 
Seaman's Companion j containing 
Complete Illustrations of all the 
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Standing Eiggings, the Knots in 
IJsej &c./' afterwards pub- 

lished under the title of “ Seaman- 
ship,” 2nd edit., 1862, 3rd edit, 
1865 j 4th edit , 1868 ; Eeports on 
Ocean Soundings and Tempera- 
ture” [in the Challenger], printed 
by direction of the Lords of the 
Admiralty, 6 parts, 1874-5 , The 
Official Eepoii of the Arctic Ex- 
pedition,” 1876, and '^Narrative of 
a Voyage to the Polar Sea during 
1876-6 in H.M. ships Jlerf and 
Discovery/' 2 vols , 1878 He mar- 
ried in 1858 Mary, daughter of the 
late Mr. W. Gr. Grant, of Ports- 
mouth. 

NASMYTH, Jambs, engineer, 
bom at Edinburgh, Aug. 19, 1808, 
son of Alexander Nasm^h, a well- 
known landscape painter He was 
the youngest of a family of eleven, 
the eldest being Patrick, also a 
well-known artist. James gave very 
early evidence of a decided taste for 
mechanical pursuits. His education 
was importantly stimulated by the 
advantage of listening to the con- 
versation of many of the most intel- 
ligent men of science and artists 
who, in his early days, were constant 
visitors at his father^s house. Prom 
his earliest years his love of me- 
chanism led to his acquiring the 
^ of handling tools and perform- 
ing all the processes in practical 
mechanics with such effectiveness 
as to enable him to pay the fees for 
his attendance at the chemistry, 
mathematical, and natural philo- 
sophy classes at the Edinburgh 
■University from the proceeds of the 
sale of steam-engine and other 
models which he constructed in a 
small workroom in his father's 
house. In 1829 he came to London 
to offer his services to Henry Mauds- 
lay,^ the founder of the celebrated 
engineer firm in London. The evi- 
dences of his efficiency as a work- 
man were so satisfactory to Mr. 
Maudslay that he appointed him 
his assistant in his beautiful private 
workshop. Here he remained till 
Mr. Maudslay's death in 1831, after 


which he returned to Edinburgh 
for the purpose of constructing a 
set of engineermg tools, wherewith 
he commenced business in Man- 
chester in 1834. The extent of 
work that came to him soon out- 
grew the capacity of the premises. 
He then removed to a twelve-acre 
plot of land which he secured at 
Patricroft, four miles west of Man- 
chester. This site was soon covered 
by an extensive series of workshops, 
and the establishment was named 
the Bridgewater Poundry, from the 
circumstance that the land in ques- 
tion was bounded by the Bridge- 
water Canal Here many mechani- 
cal tools were invented and manu- 
factured which are now doing good 
service in the workshops of the 
world. Conspicuous among them is 
the Steam Hammer, which, since its 
invention in 1839, has had no small 
influence in advancing the progress 
of the mechanical arts. The appli- 
cation of his steam hammer as a 
means of driving piles for the foun- 
dation of bridges and great dock 
works was one of his most success- 
ful inventions, and was hailed as a 
most valuable agent in carrying out 
such great works as the High Level 
Bridge at Newcastle-upon-Tyne, the 
Borders Bridge at Berwick-upon- 
Tweed, the Great Copper Bam for 
the Bocks at Keyham, near Bevon- 
port, with monster bridge, and many 
other such works at home and 
abroad. Among other inventions 
of his which have been extensively 
adopted owing to their high prac- 
tical utility may be named his 
Safety Foundry Ladle, by which the 
most ponderous castings can be 
poured with perfect security to the 
workmen ; a Suction Pan for effect- 
ing the perfect ventilation of mines ; 
a Beversible Bolling Mill in which 
all need of a fly-wheel is dispensed 
with ; a form of Steam Engine de- 
rived from that of his Steam Ham- 
mer, and now almost universally 
adapted for screw steam-ships j and 
a Spherical Seated Safety Valve, 
which is absolutely perfect in its 
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action. Having realised an ample 
fortune, he retired in 1857 from the 
firm, which he had founded, of 
Nasmjrbh, Gaskell, and Co., and he 
has since resided at Penshurst, m 
Kent. There he finds occupation 
in the use of powerful telescopes of 
his own making, chiefly in investi- 
gations into the structure and sur- 
face of the sun and moon. He is 
the author of "Eemarks on Tools 
and Machinery,” in T. Baker's 

Elements of Mechanism,” 1858 j 
and '^The Moon considered as a 
Planet, a World, and a SateUite” 
(in con 3 unction with James Carpen- 
ter). 

N A S S A IT, Bishop op. (See 
Eobbhts.) 

NASSAU (Dttkb op), Adouph 
William Chablps Augustus Ebe- 
3DEBICK, born July 24, 1817, assumed 
the soverei^ty Aug. 20, 1839. The 
TDuke married in 1844 the Princess 
Elizabeth, daughter of the Grand 
Duke Michael of Russia, who died 
Jan. 28, 1846 j and took/as a second 
wife, April 23, 1861, Adelaide Marie, 
daughter of Prince Erederick, of 
Anhalt-Dessau, by whom he has 
two children. A constitutional go- 
vernment had existed for many 
years before his accession to the 
throne, the nation being repre- 
sented not in Chambers elected by 
popular suffrage, but by the States 
of the dukedom. In 1848, a new 
constitution, upon a more liberal 
basis, was proclaimed; the Duke 
declared his intention of governing 
in a constitutional manner, and for 
a time the experiment promised to 
succeed. The Duke was one of the 
sovereigns who joined the union of 
German States under the presidency 
of the king of Prussia, formed afteS: 
the failure of the Erankfort consti- 
tution. This union was soon dis- 
solved, and the Duke joined the 
Austrian party in 1850, and voted 
with it in the Diet. The constitu- 
tion was annulled in Nov., 1851. 
This state was joined to Prussia by 
decree. Sept. 20, 1866, and the Prus- 
sians took possession Got. 8. i 


NASSEE-ED-DEEN, Shah of 
Persia, son of the late Mehemet 
Shah, by Queen Yelliat, of the 
Kadjar tribe, and grandson of Abbaz 
Mirza, bom in 1829, was called ^ 
the throne in 1848. The Shah is 
well versed in Persian and Turkish, 
is acquainted with history, and has 
a correct idea of the relations in 
which he stands to each of the 
European Powers. Although en- 
dowed with considerable energy of 
character, he is mild and gentle in 
manners, and simple in the habits- 
of his private life. At the begin- 
ning of the war between Russia and 
Turkey he declared his neutrality,, 
but shortly before its close, entered 
into a treaty with Russia. In the 
following year, in consequence of 
the occupation of Herat by Persian 
troops, the Government of India 
declared war against him (Nov. 1, 
1856). After a few months of hos- 
tilities, during which General Out- 
ram captured Kurraoh, Bushire, and 
other places, a treaty of peace was 
signed at Paris by Lord Cowley and 
the Persian ambassador, in which 
ample satisfaction was given to 
England. Subsequently the Shah 
had wars with several neighbouring 
States, and was successful in an 
expedition against the Turcomans. 
Of late years he has acted in the 
most friendly manner towards Eng- 
land, and in 1866 a treaty for estab- 
lishing telegraphic communication 
between Europe and India through 
Persia was signed at Teheran. The 
Shah's visit to Europe in 1878 is a. 
strong argument as to the modera- 
tion and popularity of his rule, for* 
although he was absent from hia 
kingdom from May 12 tiU Sept. 6„ 
not one breath of sedition disturbedl 
the political calm that reigned there- 
in four months the Shah crossed the 
Caspian to Astrakhan, ascended the 
Tolga, visited Moscow and St. 
Petersburg, crossed by rail to Ber^ 
Hn and Cologne, ascended by rail to 
Wiesbaden and Erankfort, Heidel- 
berg, Carlsruhe, and Baden, turned 
northward to Biberioh, descended 
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tlie EMne to Bonn, took the rail t 
Spa, went on to Brussels, crossec 
from Ostend to Dover, visited Lon 
don, Portsmouth, Liverpool, Trent- 
ham, Manchester, Windsor, Wool 
wich, and Eiohmondj crossed tc 
Cherbourg, visited Paris, G-eneva 
Turin, Milan, and Yerona j crosses' 
the Brenner to Salzburg and Vienna 
returned to Italy, crossed from Brin 
disi to Constantinople, and from 
Constantinople to Poti, took rail to 
Teflis and carriage to Bakd, and 
thence returned by steamer to En 
zeH, the Persian port at which His 
Majesty had jSrst embarked in May 
During this journey the Shah kept 
a diary, which, on his return, was 
published in tiie original Persian. 
A verbatim English translation, by 
Mr. J. W. Eedhouse, appeared at 
London in 1874. The Shah has 
since paid a visit to Eussia, enter- 
ing the capital of that country in 
state May 23, 1878. The Diary 
kept by His Majesty the Shah of 
Persia during his Journey to Europe 
in 1878, translated from the Persian 
by Albert Schindler and Baron Louis 
de Norman," was published at Lon- 
don in 1879. 

HAST, Thomas, bom at Landau, 
in Bavaria, Sept. 27, 1840. In 1846 
his parents emigrated to America, 
and when very young he found em- 
ployment in the office of Prank 
lieslie^aTllustratedNews^ajper. With 
only sis months' art-instruction 
under Theodor ICaufmann,he began 
to furnish acceptable sketches and 
drawings for the engravers. In 
1860-61 he was in Europe, employed 
as a travelling artist for British 
and American illustrated periodi- 
cals. Eeturning to America, he 
formed a connection with Harper's 
WeeUy, which has continued to the 
present time. During 1873 he 
lectured in a number of cities in 
the United States, illustrating his 
lectures by caricatures -drawn on 
the platform. He has illustrated, 
among other books, Dickens's 
Pickwick Papers," and ''Pictures 
from Italy," Nasley's "Swingin' 


Eound the Cerkle," &c. As a poli- 
tical caricaturist, or rather, satirist, 
he has few equals, and his produc- 
tions have been of great service to 
the Eepublican party. 

NELSON, Bishop op. (See 
SUTEB.) 

NEMOUES, Louis Chables 
Philippe Eaphael d'Obl^ans, 
Due DE, one of the Orleans princes, 
is the second son of King Louis 
Philippe, and was born at Paris, 
Oct. 25, 1814. He received his 
education in the College Henri lY ., 
and was still a child when Charles X., 
in accordance with ancient custom, 
appointed him colonel of the first 
regiment of Chasseurs de Cheval, 
at the head of which he made his 
entry into Paris, Aug. 3, 1830. In 
Eeb., 1831, he was elected Kmg of 
the Belgians, but his royal father 
declined, on his behalf, this offer of 
the National Congress, as he did 
also at a later period a similar offer 
of the throne of Greece. Subse- 
quently the Duo de Nemours served 
with distinction in the two Belgian 
campaigns, and in Algeria, being in 
1837 promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant-General. The prema- 
ture decease of his elder brother, 
the Due d'Orl6ans (July 13, 1842), 
placed the Duo de Nemours in a 
position of great importance. Con- 
trary to the traditions of the old 
monarchy, which were in favour of 
the mother of the heir presumptive 
being declared Eegent, a biU was 
introduced, conferring the regency 
on the Due de Nemours, and car- 
ried in the Chamber of Deputies by 
a majority of 216 votes, and after- 
wards in the Peers by- 168 to 14 
votes. Public opinion, however, 
did not appear to ratify this law, 
which the general apprehension of 
danger caused to be abandoned in 
1848. After the revolution of Eeb. 
ffie Duo de Nemours quitted Prance, 
md joined the other members of 
.he exiled family at Claremont; 
and he did not return to his native 
jountry until after the downfall of 
the empire in 1670^ He married. 
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April 27, 1840, Yictoire-Auguste- 
Antoinette, Ducliess of Saxe- 
Coburg-Gotha (bom Feb. 14, 1822 , 
died Nov. 10, 1857) j by wbom lie 
has issue two sons. Prince Louis 
Philippe Marie Ferdinand Gaston 
d^ Orleans, comte d^Eu (q.v ) ,* and 
Prince Ferdinand Philippe Marie 
d^Orleans, due d^Alen^on, born 
July 12, 1844 j and two daughters, 
the eldest of whom, the Princess 
Marguerite Adelaide Marie d^Or- 
14ans, born Feb. 16, 1846, was mar- 
ried at Chantilly to Prince Ladislas 
CzartorysM, Jan 15, 1872.

NEVILL, The Right Rev 
Samuel Tahratt, D.D., Bishop of 
Dunedin, was educated at Magda- 
len College, Cambridge, where he 
graduated B A. in 1866, obtaining 
a second class in the Natur^ 
Sciences Tripos, and M.A. in 1869. 
After taking orders he was collated 
to the rectory of Shelton, Stafford- 
shire, which he held till his election 
by the diocesan synod, in 1871, to 
the see of Dunedin. He was con- 
secrated in St. Paulas Church, Otago, 
July 10, 1871. 

NE VILLE, Henry, bom at Man- 
chester, June 20, 1837, became an 
actor at an early age, and per- 
formed in the provinces for five 
years before coming to London, 
where he appeared as Percy Ardent 
in Boucicault^s " Irish Heiress at 
the Lyceum Theatre in Oct., 1860. 
Afterwards he played for a short 
season at the Operetta House in 
Edinburgh, and he next accepted 
an engagement at the Olympic, 
where he attracted attention by his 
impersonations of the hero in 
" Jack of aU Trades,^^ and " Camil- 
la's Husband." He achieved a still 
greater success as Brierly in The 
Ticket of Leave Man,” which was 
produced in May, 1863, and played 
for 409 nights without intermission. 
After his engagement at the Olym- 
pic had expired, Mr. Neville again 
returned to the Adelphi, where he 
once more made a decided hit in 


Mr Charles Readers Dora.” 
Subsequently he went back to the 
Olympic Theatre, not alone as 
actor, but also as lessee and 
manager. At an early age he used 
to write pieces for his father’s 
theatres, but his only dramas pro- 
duced in London were The Yellow 
Passport” and "The Violin Maker 
of Cremona.” Mr. Neville has 
also published a work entitled " The 
Stage, its past and present, in rela- 
tion to Fine Art.”

NEWCOMB, Simon, LL.D., born 
at Wallace, Nova Scotia, March 12, 
1835. While a youth he went to 
the TJnited States, and was for 
several years engaged as a teacher. 
In 1857 he was employed on the 
computations for the '^National 
Almanac.” In 1868 he began his 
original investigations in astro- 
nomy, and in 1861 was appointed 
Professor of Mathematics in the 
IT. S. Navy, and was stationed at 
the Naval Observatory. He nego- 
tiated the contract for the great 
telescope ordered by Congress, and 
supervised its construction. He 
was made Secretary of the Commis- 
sion created by Congress in 1871, 
to observe the transit of Venus 
(Deo. 9, 1874). In 1872 he was 
elected an associate of the Royal 
Astronomical Society, and in 1874 
received its gold medal for his tables 
of Neptune and Hranus. In the 
same year he was chosen a oorre- 
spondmg member of the Institute 
of France ; and in 1876 he received 
the honor^ degree of Doctor of 
Mathematics and Physios from the 
University of Leyden. In 1878 
the Haarlem Society of Sciences 
awarded its biennial medal to Pro- 
fessor Newcomb. He is now Super- 
intendent of the "Nautical Al- 
manac,” and he went to the Cape 
of Good Hope to observe the transit 
of V enus on Dec . 6, 1882 . He has pub- 
lished : " On the Secular Variations, 
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etc., of the Asteroids,” 1860; "Our 
Financial Policy during the South- 
ern Eebellion,” 1865, "Investiga- 
tion of the Solar Parallax,” 1867 ;

NEWFOUNDLAND, Bishop of.

NEWMAN, Francis Wi^ujuxAM, 
son of John Newman, a member of 
the banking firm of Eamabottom, 
Newman, & Co., and younger 
brother of Cardinal Newman, 
born in London in 1805, was 
educated at a private school at 
Ealing, and in 1822 was admitted a 
commoner of Worcester College, 
Oxford. In 1826 he took his B.A. 
degree as a double first-class, was 
Fellow of Balliol from 1826 till 
1830, when he resigned, because he 
was unable conscientiously to sub- 
scribe the Thirty-nine Articles for 
the Master's degree. He left Eng- 
land the same year, and resided 
abroad, visiting the chief countries 
of the East, and having in 1834 
returned, he became Classical Tutor 
at Bristol College, and held a 
similar post in 1840 at Manchester 
New ^ College. ^ In 1846 he was 
appointed Latin Professor in Uni- 
versity College, London, but re- 
signed in 1863. He has written 
" Lectures on Logic,” 1838 ; "Dijfi- 
culties of Elementary Geometry,” 
1841; "History of Hebrew Mo- 
narchy,” 1847; "The Soul: its 
Sorrows and Aspirations,” 1849 ;

"Crimes of the House of Haps- 
burg,” 1853; "Catholic Union,”

He 
has written a mathematical paper 
on the third Elliptic Integral. We 
understand that he has in hand, 
already far advanced, an EngHsh- 
Arabic Dictionary, in European 
type, on an entirely new plan. The 
books published by him have a mis- 
oollaneous aspect, which is explained 
by the violent interruption in his 
original career, as detailed in Ms 
" Phases of Faith.” 

NEWMAN, His Eminence John 
Henry, Cardinal Deacon of the 
Holy Roman Church, elder brother 
of Francis Wiliam Newman, was 
born in London in 1801, and edu- 
cated at Ealing School, whence he 
proceeded to Trinity College, Ox- 
ford, where he graduated B.A. in 
1820, taking classical honours, and 
was elected Fellow of Oriel College. 
In 1826 he became Vice-Principal 
of St. Alban's Hall, then under the 
late Dr. (afterwards Archbishop) 
Whately, and in 1826 Tutor of Ms 
College, which poet he held until 
about 1881 . In 1828 he accepted the 
incumbency of St. Mary's, Oxford, 
with the outlying chaplaincy of 
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Iiittlemore j and in 1842 lie quitted 
Oxford^ and estaTalislied at Little- 
more an ascetic community on a 
mediaeval model, over wMoh In 
presided for three years. He held 
St. Mary’s from 1828 till 1843, 
where, hy his preaching, he gained 
such influence over the younger 
members of the luiiversity, that he 
became, in conjunction with Dr. 
Pusey, the recognised leader of the 
High Church party. He toot a 
leading part in the publication of 
the Tracts for the Times,’-* to 
which he contributed the flnal tract, 
l^To. 90, which was severely censured 
by the university authorities as 
practically annulling the broad lines 
of demarcation between the English 
and Roman Catholic Churches. In 
Oct., 1845, he seceded from the 
Established Church, was received 
into the Roman communion, and 
was, after being ordained priest, 
appointed head of the Oratory of 
St. Philip Neri at Birmingham. 
In 1854 he was appointed Rector of 
the newly-founded Catholic Univer- 
sity in Dublin, but resigned that 
post in 1858, and established a 
school for the sons of Roman Ca- 
thoHo gentry at Edgbaston, near 
Birmingham, Dr. Hewman was 
elected an honorary EeHow of 
T^ity College, Oxford, Dec. 28, 
1877. It has been frequently as- 
serted that Dr. Hewman did not 
believe in the doctrine of the Infal- 
libihty of the Roman Pontiff when 
speakhig m ccUhedrd to the Univer- 
sal Church on questions of faith or 
morals. In reply to a criticism to 
this effect made by a Mr. Capes, 
Dr. Newman -wrote as follows (Sept, 
13, 1872) : " He assumes that I did 
not hold or profess the doctrine of 
the Pope’s Infallibility till -fche time 
of the Vatican Council, whereas I 
have committed myself to it in 
print again and again from 1846 to 
1867. And on the other hand, as it 
so happens — ^though I held it, as I 
ever have done — ^I have had no 
occasion to profess it, whether in | 
print or otherwise, since that date, | 


Any one who knows my -writmgs 
will recollect that in so saying I 
state a simple fact.*^ Dr. Newman 
was created and proclaimed a Car- 
dinal Deacon by Pope Leo XIII. in 
1879. His Eminence has written

Christianity,” 1854; "Arians of 
the Fourth Century,” "Callista,

Various Occasions,” 1857 ; " Lec-

1866. He published an autobiogra- 
phical record of his life, entitled 
‘’Apologia pro Vit4 Su4,” in 1864 ; 
a "Collection of Poems,” in 1868; 
an "Essay on Assent,” in 1870; 
and "A Letter addressed to His 
Grace the Duke of Norfolk, on 
•ccasion of Mr. Gladstone’s recent 
expostulation,” 1876.

NEWTON, CHAjanPs Thomas, 
C.B., D.C.L., son of the Rev. N, D. 

. Newton, Vicar of Bredwardine, 
Herefordshire, born in 1816, was 
educated at Shrewsbury School and 
Christ Church, Oxford, of wHch he 
was a faculty student, and where he 
graduated B.A. in 1887, taking 
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second-class honours^ and M.A. in 
'1840. In May, 1840, he was ap- 
pointed one of the assistants m the 
department of Antiquities at the 
British Museum, which post he held 
tmtil 1852, when, being anxious to 
rescue from obhvion some of the 
ancient sculptures on the coasts of 
Asia Minor and in the islands of 
the .fflgean, he obtained the ap- 
pointment of Vice-Consul at Mity- 
lene. After having spent several 
years m exploring the Archipelago, 
he discovered at Budrum (the an- 
cient Hahcarnassus) the site of the 
Mausoleum erected by Artemisia, 
and carried on extensive excava- 
tions at Cnidus and at Branchidse, 
between Oct., 1866, and April, 1859. 
The results of his discoveries con- 
sist of a fine collection of sculptures 
from the Mausoleum and other 
places, deposited in the British 
Museum, which is indebted to Mr. 
Newton for a most interesting col- 
lection of G-reek inscriptions, vases, 
coins, and other antiquities, ac- 
quired in Asia Minor and the Archi- 
pelago, by purchase or in the course 
of excavation. In May, 1860, he 
was appomted British Consul at 
Rome ; in 1861 Keeper of the Greek 
and Roman Antiquities in the Bri- 
tish Museum ; and m 1880 Profes- 
sor of ArchsBology at University 
College, Londcm. Mr. Newton was 
elected an honorary fellow of Wor- 
cester College, Oxford, Nov. 28, 1874. 
He was made an honorary B.C.L. 
of Oxford in 1875 ; a Companion of 
the Bath in the same year ; and an 
honorary LL.B. of Cambridge in 
1879. He IS also a member of the 
Roman Accademia dei Lincei; a 
corresponding member of the 
French Institute j has received the 
honorary degree of Ph.D. from the 
University of Strasburg ; and holds 
jhe honorary post of intiquary to 
■jhe Royal Academy. His wife, a 
laughter of Mr. Joseph Severn, was 
a celebrated artist. She died Jan. 
2, 1866. Mr. Newton has published 
'Notes on the Sculptures at Wilton 
House,^' printed for private circu- 


lation, 1849 j " A History of Disco- 
veries at Halicarnassus, Cnidus, and 
Branchidse,'^ 2 vols., 1862, &o. ;

1880. He has also translated from 
the German "Panofka's Manners 
and Customs of the Greeks," 1849 ;

British Museum." 

NEW WESTMINSTER (Bishop 
op).

NICHOL, John, LL.D., only son 
of J. P. Nichol, late Professor 
of Astronomy, was bom at Mon- 
trose, Forfarshire, Sept. 8, 1833, 
and educated in the University of 
Glasgow (1848-65), and at Balliol 
College, Oxford (1866-59). Ho 
graduated B.A. at Oxford, with 
first class in classics and philosophy 
(and honours in mathomatics) in 
1869, but did not proceed to the 
degree of M.A. until 1874, after the 
abolition of the tests. The degree 
of LL.D. was conferred upon him 
by the University of St. Andrews, 
Feb. 25, 1873. In 1861 he was ap- 
pointed, by the Crown, Professor of 
English Literature in the Univer- 
sity of Glasgow, and still occupies 
that Chair. In addition to teaching 
his classes. Dr. Nichol has been 
much engaged as a private tutor at 
Oxford, and in delivering popular 
lectures, especially to ladies' classes, 
in various parts of Scotland and 
England. He has taken some part 
in political cmestions, as an advo- 
cate of the North in the American 
Civil War, of Secular Education, 
and of Broad Church theology. 
Professor Nichol is the author of 
the following works : Fragments of 
Criticism," a volume of essays, 1860 j 

Hannibal,'^ a classical drama, 
1872 > " Tables of European Litora- 
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ture and History, a.d. 200-18'76,” 
pn’blislied in 1876;” Tables of 
Ancient Literature and History,”

(EngUsb IVEen of Letters series), 
1880 ; Tbe Death of Themis- 
tocles, and other Poems,” 1881 ; 
^'Eobert Burns, a Sketch of his

American Literature, an Histori- 
Eeview,” 1882. He has also written 
numerous essays for the Westmvn-- 
ster. North British^ and other re- 
views; articles in the ^'Encyclo- 
psedia Bntannica;” and several 
pamphlets on educational and other 
questions. 

NICHOLAS (G-eaitd Duke) 
Nicolaievitch, third son of the 
Czar Nicholas I., and brother of the 
Czar Alexander II , was bom July 
27 (Aug. 8), 1831. Being destined 
for a mOitary career he received a 
suitable education, and entered into 
active service at the age of sixteen. 
The Grand Duke spent a few days 
in Sebastopol, when that fortress 
was besieged in 1865; he was at- 
tached for a period of two years to 
the general staff of the army of the 
Caucasus, and in that capacity he 
was present at several skirmishes 
with the Tcherkesses. Nominated 
a General and Inspector-General of 
Engineers, he commanded-in-chief 
all the army, having General Tod- 
leben as his assistant. He was also 
appointed Commander of the Eoyal 
Body Guard, and President of the 
chief commission for the organisa- 
tion and instruction of the troops. 
In the recent war against Turkey 
he received the command-in-ohief 
of the army of the Danube, which, 
after a council of war held some 
days previously at Kicheneff, in- 
vaded Eoumania April 24, 1877. 
The Grand Duke himself arrived at 
Bucharest on the 26th of May, and 
was received at the railway station, 
with great ceremony, by the reign- 
ing Prince Charles I., and the 
Metropolitan. In April, 1878, he 
resigned the command-in-cluef of 


the Eussian Army before Constan- 
tinople, and was succeeded by 
General Todleben. He married, 
Eeb. 6, 1856, the Princess Alexandra, 
daughter of Prince Peter of Olden- 
burg (she was born June 2, 1838), 
and has two sons. 

NICHOLSON, Henry Alleyne, 
M D., F.G.S , was born at Penrith, 
Cumberland, Sept. 11, 1844, and 
educated at the Dniversities of 
Gottingen and Edinburgh. He was 
Baxter Scholar in Natural Science 
(1866), Ettles Scholar in Medicine, 
and Gold MedaUist of the Univer- 
sity of Edinburgh (1867). He was 
appointed Lecturer on Natural His- 
tory in the Medical School of Edin- 
burgh in 1869 ; Professor of Natural 
History and Botany in the Univer- 
sity of Toronto in 1871 , Professor 
of Biology and Physiology in the 
University of Durham (College of 
Physical Science, Newcastle) in 
1874 ; Professor of Natural History 
in the University of St. Andrews 
in 1875; and Swiney Lecturer on 
Geology to the British Museum in 
1877. In 1882 he was appointed 
Eegius Professor of Natural His- 
tory in the University of Aberdeen, 
which appointment he now holds. 
He is the author of original scien- 
tific works, prmcipally geological 
and palseontological, comprising 

Essay on the Geology of Cumber- 
land and Westmoreland,” I860; 
"Monograph of the British Grap- 
tolitidfle,” 1872; "Eeports on the 
Palaeontology of the Province of 
Ontario,” 1874-75 ; " Eeport on the 
Fossil Corals of the State of Ohio,” 
1876 ; " The Structure and Affinities 
of the Tabulate Corals of the 
Palaeozoic Period,” 1879 ; " The 

Structure and Affinities of the 
Genus Monticulifura,” 1881; and 
numerous memoirs in various scien- 
tific publications. He is also the 
author of various educational works, 
such as "Manual of Zoology;” 
" Manual of Palaeontology ; ” " In- 
troduction to the Study of Biology;” 
and "Ancient Life-mstory of the 
Earth.” 
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KICOL, EasziNB, A.R.A., was 
bom at Leitbj Scotland^ in 1826, 
and received Ms art-6duoation in 
tbe Trustees^ Academy, Edinbnrgli, 
under Sir William Allan and Mr. 
Thomas Duncan. In 1846 he went 
to reside in Ireland, where he re- 
mained three or four years. It was 
tMs residence in the sister isle 
wMch decided the painter's choice 
of Ms peculiar field of representa- 
tion, for most of his subsequent 
pictures have been Irish in subject. 
From Ireland he returned to Edin- 
burgh, and after exhibiting for 
some time, he was ultimately elected 
a member of the Eoyal Scottish 
Academy. In 1862 he settled in 
London, and since that date he has 
contributed regularly to the exM- 
bitions of the Eoyal Academy, of 
wMch body he was elected an Asso- 
ciate in June, 1866. His principal

HIGEE TEEEITOEY, Bishop 
OP. (See Ckowthbe, Db.) 

NIGHTINGALE, Florence, a 
lady whose name has been rendered 
illustrious by her philanthropic 
efforts to alleviate the sufferings of 
our wounded soldiers in the Crimean 
War, is younger daughter and co- 
heiress of Mr. William E. Nightin- 
gale, of Embley Park, HampsMre, 
and Lea Hurst, DerbysMre, and 
was bom at Florence in May, 1820. 
She enjoyed all the advantages 
wMch fan to the lot of the cMldren 
of the affluent and refined, and at- 
tained remarkable efficiency in some 
branches of female education. It 
was not long before her pMlan- 
thropic instincts, previously re- 
stricted in their exercise to casual 
ministrations among the poorer 
neighbours of her English home, 
led her to the systematic study of 
the ameliorative treatment of phy- 
sical and moral distress. Not satis- 
fied with the investigation of the 
actual working of English schools, 
hospitals, and reformatory mstitu- 
tions, she conducted on the Con- 
tinent inquiries in the same spirit, 
and in 1861 took up her abode in 
an institution of Protestant Sisters 
of Mercy established at Kaisers- 
werth, on the Ehine. Nor was it 
long before an opportunity pre- 
sented itself for applying the prac- 
tical lessons she there learned for 
having heard that the Governesses' 
Sanatorium, in Harley Street, lan- 
guished for the want of supervision 
and pecuniary support, she gene- 
rously devoted both her personal 
energies and private means to its 
restoration and its thorough organ- 
ization. TMs work had scarcely 
been accomplished, when, before 
Miss Nightingale had time to re- 
cover her over-taxed strength, new 
demands were made upon her spirit 
of self-sacrifice. The inefficiency 
and mismanagement of our military 
hospitals in the Crimea led to snch 
severe condemnation, that* various 
plans were suggested for their re- 
form, the inoet popular of which 
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was the formation of a select band 
of lady - snperintendents and of 
nurses to direct and minister in the 
hospital ward. At the request of 
the late Lord Herbertj then Secre- 
tary - at - War, Miss Nightingale 
undertook the organization and 
conduct of this body. No eulogy 
can do justice to the talent, energy, 
and devotion she constantly dis- 
played in her self-imposed task. 
Suffice it to say that, by instituting 
order where confusion had before 
reigned, and by affording care and 
consolation, she alleviated the suf- 
ferings of all, saved the lives of 
many, and earned the blessings of 
the sick and wounded, as well as 
the gratitude of her country. A 
testimonial fund amounting to fifty 
thousand pounds, subscribed by the 
public in recognition of her noble 
services, was at her special request 
devoted to the formation and main- 
tenance of an institution for the 

’ of nurses. 

Thougli debarred bymxpauyvixtv^^v- 
from active participation in charit- 
able enterprises. Miss Nightingale 
assists the cause by her writings, 
intended to disseminate practical 
knowledge on the subjects in which 
she is so well versed, Notes on 
Hospitals,^^ a valuable work which 
had a very large circulation, ap- 
peared in 1859 j Notes on Nurs- 
ing/' of which nearly a hundred 
thousand copies have been sold, in 
I860; and Observations on the 
Sanitary State of the Army in 
India/' in 1863. It is understood 
that, at the request of the War 
Office, she drew up a very volumin- 
ous confidential report on the work- 
ing of the army medical depariment 
in the Crimea, and this benevolent 
lady has a further claim on "^e 
gratitude of her counti^men for 
the active interest she has displayed 
in the Volunteer movement. Her 
latest publications are : Notes on 
Lying-In Institutions, together with 
a Proposal for Organizing an Insti- 
tution for Training Midwives and 
Midwifery Nurses," 1871 ; "Life or 


Death in India : a paper read at the 
Meeting of the National Association 
for the Promotion of Social Science, 
Norwich, 1873, With an Appendix 
on Life or Death by Irrigation," 
1874. 

NIGRA (Count) Constantino, 
an Italian diplomatist, bom at Cas- 
tellemonte June 12, 1827, studied 
law at the university of Turin, and 
took part, as a volunteer, in the war 
against Austria in 1848. Being 
severely wounded at the battle of 
Rivoli, he abandoned the military 
c^eer, entered the diplomatic ser- 
vice, and acted as secretary tb Count 
Cavour at the Congress of Paris in 
1866. He took part in the negotia- 
tions between Piedmont and Prance 
which preceded the war of 1859, at 
which he was present with the gene- 
ral staff of Napoleon III. He was 
secretary to the Italian plenipoten- 
tiaries at the Zurich Congress, after 
which he was nominated, on Cavour's 
recommendation. Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary, first of Sardinia, and after- 
wards of the kingdom of Italy, at 
Paris. On the war of 1870 breaking 
out, he was among those who made 
real efforts to prevent it, and then 
showed himself to the end, at least 
personally, devoted to the Emperor 
and Empress. He was one of the 
few persons who, on Sept. 4, were 
by the side of the menaced and 
fugitive sovereigns. Aufter having 
represented Italy at Paris for fifteen 
years as Minister Plenipotentiary, 
he was in May, 1876, appointed to 
:511 the same post at St. Petersburg. 
He was nominated Italian Ambas- 
sador in London in Nov., 1882, on 
which occasion King Humbert con- 
ferred upon him the title of Count, 
in attestation of His Majesty's re- 
cognition of the eminent services 
he had rendered to hia country. 
Count Nigra has published several 
works on the dialects and nonular 
poetry of Italy. ^ 

NILSSON, Christina, daughter 
of a labouring man, born at W^- 
erslbf, near Wexid, in Sweden, Aug, 

8, 1843, at an eariy age evinced 
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great taste for music. Slie became 
quite proficient on the violin, learned 
the flute, and attended fairs and 
other places of public resort, at 
•which she sang, accompanying her- 
self on the violin While perform- 
ing in this manner at a fair at 
Ljungby, in June, 1857, her extra- 
ordmary powers attracted the at- 
tention of Mr F. G- Tomerhjelm, a 
gentleman of influence, who rescued 
her from her vagrant life, and placed 
her at school first at Halmstad, and 
afterwards at Stockholm, where she 
was instructed by M. Franz Berwald. 
She made her first appearance at 
Stockholm in 1860, went to Paris, 
continued her musical education 
under Masset and Wurtel, and came 
out at the Thedtre Lyrique, Oct. 27, 
as Violetta in the " Traviata,” with 
such success that she was engaged 
for three years. She made her first 
appearance in London at Her Ma- 
jesty's Theatre in 1867, proved the 
great operatic attraction at that es- 
tablishment during the seg-son, and 
has smce performed here with con- 
stantly increasing success. More 
recently she paid a visit to the 
United States (1870), where, within 
less than a year, she is said to have 
cleared .£30,000 After a Trans- 
atlantic trip of two years she re- 
appeared at Drury Lane Theatre, 
May 28, 1872, in '‘‘La Traviata." 
She was married at Westminster 
Abbey, Aug. 27, 1872, to M. Auguste 
Ptouzoud, the son of an eminent 
F»pich merchant. (He died at Paris 
Feb. 22, 1882.) Madame Nilsson 
m^de a farewell appearance in New 
York, April 16, 1883, before a 
crowded audience, thus closing the 
most successful concert tour ever 
conducted in the United States. 

NINA, His Eminence Lobbnzo, 
Cardinal Deacon of the Holy Roman 
Church, was bom at Eecanati, near 
Ancona, May 12, 1812. He was a 
member of a nuddle-class family, 
his father being a notary. From 
his earliest years he manifested 
d^ded .ah^ty. He commenced 
hi^^njdies in Rterature and philo- 


sophy in the seminary of his native 
town, and afterwards took his Doc- 
tor's decree in theology and law in 
the University of Rome. In 1885 
he was ordained, and from that 
time followed the regular course of 
the Curial Prelature, rising steadily 
and rapidly, confining himself 
chiefly to the study of the canon 
law Monsignor, afterwards Car- 
dinal, di Pietro, who was then 
Auditor of the Rota, chose him for 
his Secretary. The Cardinal Pre- 
fect of the Congregation of the 
Council also appointed him his 
auditor, and he distinguished him- 
self so notably in that capacity that 
he was shortly afterwards made 
Under-Secretary of that Congrega- 
tion. About the same time he also 
became Auditor to Cardinal Amat, 
Vice-Chancellor of the Holy Roman 
Church. Later he was made a 
member of the Congregation of the 
Advocates of St. Ivo, and inscribed 
among the Prelates of the Paroo 
Maggiore, one of the principal col- 
leges into which the Vatican Prela- 
ture is divided. He received a 
Canon's stall in the Basilica of St. 
Peter's, and was employed by Pius 
IX. in many delicate matters re- 
quiring ability and judgment. In 
these he acquitted himself so much 
to the late Pope's satisfaction that 
his Holiness named him Assessor of 
the Holy Office. In 1869 he was 
appointed member of the prepara- 
tory commission for the ecclesias- 
tical discipline of the Vatican 
Council, Referendary of the Segna- 
tura, and Apostolic Protonotary 
and Consul of the Holy Congrega- 
tion of Rites. He was numbered 
among the domestic Prelates of 
Pius IX., and finally was elected 
Prefect of the Pontifical Lyceum of 
Santa Appollinare. At the Con- 
sistory, held on March 12, 1877, 
Pius IX. created him Cardinal, 
conferring upon him the title of 
St. Angelo in Pesoheria. In Aug. 
1878, Pope Leo XIII. appointed him 
Pontifical Secretary of State. His 
Eminence also became Prefect of 
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tlie Sacred Apostolic Palaces and 
Administrator of the Property of 
the Holy See. 

NISAED3 Jean Mabie Napo- 
leon DEsibE, journalistj born at 
Ch^tiUon-sur-Seine^ March 20^ 1806^ 
■was educated at Sainte Barbe> 
joined the staff of the Journal des 
DSbaU in 1826, and afterwards 
became connected with the Nahonal. 
He was appointed to a post m the 
i&oole Normals, which he filled till 
1844, and held other important 
posts, succeeded M. Villemain in 
the chair of Prenoh eloquence, and 
was made director of the Ilcole 
Normals Superieure in 1857. This 
latter position he retained till 1867, 
when he was raised to the dignity 
of a Senator. He has written, 
amongst other works, “ Les Poetes 
Latins de la Decadence,” published 
in 1884 ; '' Histoire et Description 
de la Yille de Nlmes,” in 1835 j 
Melanges,” in 1838 j " Precis de 
PHistoire de la Litterature Pran- 
qaise depuis ses Premiers Monu- 
ments jusqu^^b nos Jours,” in 1840 , 
'^ffistoire de la Litterature Pran- 
qaise,” in 1844-63 j he contributed 
articles to the Revue de Paris, the 
Revue des Deux Mondes, the Revue 
Contemjporaxne, and the R&vue Ruro- 
jpdenne; has translated some of the 
plays of Shakspeare, and written 
some novels . He was made a mem- 
ber of the AcadEmie Pran^aise in 
1860 ; Officer of the Legion of 
Honour in 1845, and Commander, 
June 16, 1856. He supermtended 
the publication of a collection of 
Latin Classics, with a translation 
in Prench, commenced in 1839, and 
completed in 27 volumes. 

N I S A H D, Mabie Edouabd 
Chables, brother of M. Jean Marie 
Napoleon DEsirE Nisard, born at 
ChltiUon-sur-Seine, Jan. 10, 1808, 
w^ brought up -to commercial pur- 
suits, which he relinquished for a 
literary career. His '"fipltre aux 
Antiromantiques,” appeared in 
1829, and from 1831 till 1848 he 
was attached to the family of Louis 
Philippe, and assisted in the direc- 


tion of several journals devoted to 
the support of the cause of the 
revolution of July, 1830. Amongst 
his numerous works are "Camera 
Lucida,” published in 1846 ; " Le 
Triumvirat Litteraire au XVIe 
SiEcle,” in 1852 ; " Les Ennemis de 
Yoltaire,” and "Les Memoires de 
Huet,” in 1853 ; " Histoire des 
Livres Populaires depuis le XVe 
Siecle jusqu'en, 1852,” in 1864 j 
" Les Q-ladiateurs de la EEpublique 
des Lettres aux XV 0 ,XVIe, et XVIIe 
Siecles,” in 1860 j and " Curiosites 
de rstymologie Pran 9 aise,” in 
1863. He was elected a member of 
the Aoademie des Sciences in 1867. 

NOAILLES, Paul, Duo de, a 
Prench historian, born Jan. 4, 1802, 
inherited the title of Peer of 
Prance from a great-uncle, who 
died in 1823. He did not take his 
seat at the Palace of the Luxem- 
bourg till 1827, and after the revo- 
lution of July he remained at- his 
post and delivered many speeches, 
which have been published in a 
collected form. In 1848 he retired 
into private life, and has since de- 
voted himself to literary research. 
In March, 1871, he was offered by 
M. Thiers the post of Prench Am- 
bassador to the court of St. Peters- 
burg, but he declined the appoint- 
ment, on the ground of ill health. 
The Duke, who was elected a mem- 
ber of the Prench Academy in 1849, 
is the author of an essay on Saint- 
Cyr, under the title of "Histoire 
de la Maison Eoyale de Saint 
Louis,” published in 1843, and re- 
published with additions in 1856 ; 
and of "Histoire de Madame de 
Maintenon,” 2 vole., 1848, 
NORDENSKIOLD (Babon), 
Adolf Ebik, a Swedish naturalist 
and explorer, was born at Helsing- 
fors, the capital of Pinland, Nov. 18, 
1832. Descended from a Swedish 
family long eminent in scientific 
pursuits, he had his inherent tastes 
developed alike by his surroundings 
at his home at Prug^rd, which con- 
tains a magnificent mineral and 
natural history collection, and by 
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Ms journeys with Ins father, Nils 
G-ustaf, who was chief of tho Fin- 
land Mining Department. Thus 
the lad cared more for practical 
than for theoretical learning when 
he fii'st went to the Gymnasium at 
Borgo^and on entering the Univer- 
sity of Helsingfors in 1849 devoted 
himself almost entirely to scientific 
studies, spending Ms vacations in 
excursions to the rich mineral loca- 
lities of Finland. He soon became 
eminent in this particular branch 
of science, and was nominated to 
several appointments, but he un- 
luckily incurred fche suspicion of the 
Russian authorities by participation 
in various students' meetings, and 
time after time lost his appoint- 
ments, and was obliged to leave the 
country Indeed, at last, for some 
years he was unable to obtain a 
passport to return to Finland. He 
therefore settled in Sweden, and in 
1851 first entered on his Arctic 
travels by accompanying Torch to 
Spitzbergen. On his return to 
Stockholm, Nordenskiold was nomi- 
nated Director of tho Biks Museum, 
but in 1861 he wont agiun to Spitz- 
bergen with Toroll, to obtain the 
measurement of an arc of the meri- 
dian. The work was not then finish ed, 
and accordingly, three years later, 
NordenskiOld headed an expedition 
which successfully coinplotod tho 
measurement, and mapped tho 
southern part of Spitzbergen. Tho 
explorers, however, met with some 
sMpwrecked walrus hunters, and 
were obliged to retuim, their provi- 
sions being inadequate to maintain 
so large an addition to the party. 
Thus disappointed, Hordenslciold 
now endeavoured to organise a 
fresh eapedition, and he eventually 
started in 1868 in the Government 
steamer Sofia, which managed to 
attain the high latitude of 81 ‘42'— -a 
latitude only exceeded by Hall’s 
.American and Nares’s British Arc- 
tic Expeditions. This success con- 
vinced Kordenskihld that he could 
reach a much higher latitude by 
■rotering in Spitzbergen and utilis- 


ing sledges. Accordingly, after an 
interval — during which he sat in 
the Swedish Diet, and travelled in 
Greenland to ascertain the resiicct- 
ive values of dogs and reindeer as 
beasts of burden fur sledge jour- 
neys — Nordonskiold sailed in tho 
Polhmv in 1872, accompanied by 
two tenders. The winter was 
unusually early, and the ice shut in 
tho tenders, which were to have 
returned home, thereby straiten- 
ing the provisions throng] i extra 
mouths , the reindct‘r were Jt>st, and 
tho men suffered greatly from 
scurvy. Nevertheless Nordenski( »h I 
and Lieutenant Palendor success- 
fully surveyed part of North-East 
Land, and in the following July the 
vessels were extricated from tladr 
winter quarters, Mussel Bay, on 
tho north coast of Spitzbergen, and 
returned home. Nordenskiold now 
turned his attention to Siberian 
exploration, and in 1875 sailed 
through tlio Kara Sea to tho Yeniw- 
soi, and ascended the river in a. 
small boat, returning liome over- 
land, Jio repeated tliis voyagi* in 
the following y<au*, after a flying 
visit to the Philadelphia Exhibi- 
tion, but this time came back from 
tho Tenissei liy sea. 'riiese experi- 
ences gave Nordenskibld a reason- 
able hope of accomplishing th(‘ 
North-East l^assage. The King of 
Sweden, Mr. Oscar Dickson, and 
Mr. Sibiriakuff at once lout thoir 
aid to the projiKst, and in July, 
1878, Professor Nordenskihld started 
in the Vega. She was the first 
vessel to double tho most northern 
point of tho Old World, Oape 
Tohelyuskin 5 she wintered in Beh- 
ring’s Straits 5 and once more free in 
July, 1870, reached Japan on Sept, 
2. On his arrival in Europe Nor- 
denskiefid was enthusiastically wel- 
comed, and laden with honours. He 
was created a Baron (April, 1880) j 
and appointed a Commander of the 
Legion of Honour and a foreign 
Knight of the Prussian Ordre pour 
le Merite for Arts and Sciences. 

NOBFOLK (Dukh of), His

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Gbace, Henby Fitzalan Howabd, 
Earl of Arnndel, Surrey, and Nor- 
folk, and Baron Eitzalan, Clun, 
Oswaldestre, and Maltravers, 
Premier Duke and Earl, Hereditary 
Earl-Marskal, and Ckief jButler of 
England, is the eldest son of the 
seventeentli dnke "by liis wife Au- 
gusta Mary Minna Catharine, 
second daughter of Edmund, first 
Lord Lyons. He was horn in Carl- 
ton Terrace, London, Dec. 27, 1847, 
and succeeded to the peerage on 
the death of his father, Nov. 25, 
1860. His Grace, who is a zealous 
Boman Catholic, takes great mter- 
est in all matters relating to his 
Church, and frequently presides 
over public meetings of his oo-reli- 
gionists. He is President of the 
Catholic Dnion of Great Britain. 
It was to the Duke of Norfolk that 
Dr. Newman addressed, m 1875, his 
reply to Mr. Gladstone's "Political 
Expostulation He married at the 
Oratory, Brompton, on Nov. 21, 
1877, Lady Flora Hastings, eldest 
daughter of Charles Frederick Ab- 
ney Hastings, Esq., of Donington 
Park, Leicestershire, and the late 
Countess of Loudon. 

NOBMANBY (The Mabqxtis oe). 
The Most Noble Geobgb Atjous- 
Tus Constantine Phipps, only son 
of the first Marquis, born July 23, 
1819, entered the Scots Fusiher 
Guards in 1888, and was Controller 
and subsequently Treasurer of the 
Queen's Household from 1853 till 
1858, when he was appointed Go- 
vernor of Nova Scotia. As Lord 
Mulgrave, he was member for Scar- 
borough in the Liberal interest 
from 1847 till 1851, and from 1852 
till 1857. He was sworn a Privy 
Councillor in 1851, and succeeded 
to his father's title July 28, 1863, 
when he resigned his foreign ap- 
pointment and returned to England. 
He was appointed Captain of the 
corps of Gentlemen-at-Arms, Dec. 
17, 1869, and held that office till 
April 8, 1871, when he was nomi- 
nated Governor of Queensland. He 
succeeded Sir James Fergusson as 


Governor of Neiv Zealand in 187 1. 
In Dec 1878 ho succeeded Sir G. 
F. Bowen as Governor of Victoria. 

NOBTH, The Hon. Sib Fobd, 
Judge of the High Court of Justice, 
is son of Mr. John North of Liver- 
pool, and was born there Jan. 10, 
1830. He was educated at Win- 
chester School, and at University 
College, Oxford, where he gradu- 
ated as B.A. in 1852, taking a 
second class in classics. He was 
called to the bar at the Inner 
Temple in 1856, was appointed a 
Queen's Counsel in 1877, and ob- 
tained a large practice in the Equity 
Courts, and at the Lancaster Chan- 
cery and Palatine Courts. He was 
appomted a Judge of the Queen's 
Bench division of the High Court 
of Justice in 1881, on the removal 
of Mr. Justice Lindlcy to the Court 
of Appeal. 

NOBTHBBOOK (Earl of). The 
Bight Hon. Thomas George Bar- 
ing, eldest son of the first baron, 
who was long known as Sir Francis 
Baring, was bom in 1826, and re- 
ceived his education at Christ 
Church, Oxford, where he graduated 
(second class in Classics) m 1846. 
He was successively private secre- 
tary to Mr. Labouchere at the Board 
of Trade, to Sir George Grey at the 
Home Office, to Sir Charles Wood 
at the India Board, and at the 
Admiralty till 1857, when ho was 
returned to the House of Commons 
for Penryn and Falmouth, which 
constituency he continued to repre- 
sent in the Liberal interest till ho 
became a peer on the deatli of his 
father in 1866. He was a Lord of 
the Admiralty from May, 1857, t<i 
Feb. 1858 ; Under-Secretary of 
State for India from Jun<s 1850, to 
Jan. 1861 ; and Under-Secretary for 
War from the latter date till June, 
1866. On the acecHsion of Mr. 
Gladstone to power in Doc*., 18(58, 
Lord Northbrook was again ap- 
pointed Under-Secretary for War j 
and after the assassination of the 
Earl of Mayo he was appointed to 
succeed that nobleman as Viceroy 
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and G-overnor-G-eneral of India^ in 
Feb. 1872 He resigned in Feb., 
1876, and was succeeded by Lord 
Lyfcton. In recognition of Ins dis- 
tinguished services be was created 
Viscount Baring of Lee in the 
county of Kent, and Earl of North- 
brook in the county of Southamp- 
ton. On the formation of Mr. 
G-ladstone's cabinet in May, 1880, 
his lordship was appointed First 
Lord of the Admiralty. 

NORTHCOTE, The Ri^ht Hon. 
Sir Staeeorjd Hbnrt, Bart., 
Q-.O.B., M.P., F.R.S., eldest son of 
the late Henry Stafford Northcote, 
Esq., by his first wife, Agnes, only 
daughter of Thomas Cockburn, 
Esq., of Portland Place, London, 
was born in London Oct. 27, 1818. 
He was educated at Eton and at 
Balliol College, Oxford (B.A., first 
class in Classics, and third in 
mathematics, 1839 ; M.A., 1842 j 
Hon. D.C.L., 18G3). He was pri- 
vate secretary to Mr Gladstone 
while that statesman was President 
of the Board of Trade (1843 — 45), 
and on being called to the bar at 
the Inner Temple in 1847 he became 
Legal Secretary to the Board of 
Trade On the death of his grand- 
father, Sir Stafford Henry North- 
cote, the seventh baronet, in 1851, 
he succeeded to the family title and 
estates. In acknowledgment of his 
services as one of the Secretaries to 
the Great Exhibition he was created 
a (Civil) Companion of the Bath. 
For several years he was engaged 
with Sir C. E. Trevelyan in inquir- 
ing into the condition of the civil 
establishments of the Crown, and 
they eventually drew up a report, 
presented in 1854, which led to the 
Civil Service being thrown open to 
public competition. He represented 
Dudley in the Conservative interest 
from March, 1855, till April, 1857 ; 
and sat for Stamford from July, 
1858, till May, 1866, when he was 
first elected for North Devon, which 
constituency, though it had rejected 
him a few years previously (in 1857) 
has since re'tumed him at every suc- 


ceeding general election. He was 
Financial Secretary to the Treasury 
during the first half of the year 1859, 
and he was appointed President of 
the Board of Trade in Lord Derby^s 
third administration, in June, 1866, 
when he. was sworn of the Privy 
Council. From March, 1867, till 
Dec. 1868, he was Secretary of 
State for India. He was a mem- 
ber of the Joint High Commis- 
sion, whose labours resulted in the 
Treaty of Washington in 1871. 
When Mr. Disraeli formed his 
Cabinet in Feb. 1874, Sir Stafford 
Northcote was nominated Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, and he became 
also the leader of the Lower House, 
after the elevation of the Premier 
to the peerage as Lord Beaconsfield. 
Just previous to the resignation of 
the Conservative Government in 
April, 1880, he was created a G O.B. 
It may be added that Sir Stafford 
Northcote was elected Governor of 
the Hudson's Bay Company, Jan. 
12, 1869 j presided over the Con- 
gress of the Social Science Associa- 
tion held at Bristol the same year ; 
was appointed a Commissioner to 
inquire into the law relating to 
Friendly Societies, Nov. 2, 1870; 
and was elected a Fellow of the 
Royal Society in April, 1876. He 
IS the author of "The Case of Sir 
Eardley Wihnot, considered in a 
letter to a friend," 1847, being a 
vindication of Mr. Gladstone, who 
had been charged with recalling 
Sir Eardley Wilmot, Lieutenant 
Governor of Van Diemen's Land, 
on account of rumours which had 
reached him with respect to that 
gentleman's private character j " A 
Statement of Facts connected 
with the election of the Right 
Hon. W. E. Gladstone as Mem- 
ber for the University of Oxford 
in 1847, and on his re-election in 
1852 and 1858," 8vo, Lend. 1868; 
" Twenty Years of Financial Policy : 
A Summary of the chief financial 
measures passed between 1842 and 
1861, with a table of Budgets," 
1862 ; " Speech in the House of 
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Commons on moving the Vote for 
the Purchase of the Khedive^s 
Shares in the Suez Canal, Peh. 14, 
1876. With a note on the Finan- 
cial Condition of the Country/^ 
Sir S Northeote, who is a Magis- 
trate and Deputy-Lieutenant for 
Devonshire, and an Elder Brother 
of the Trinity House, married in 
1843 Cecilia, daughter of Thomas 
Farrer, Esq., of Lincoln's Inn. 

NOETHIJMBEELAND (Duke 
op). The Most Noble Alobbnon 
Q-boeob Pbbct, is the eldest surviv- 
ing son of George, late Duke, by 
his marriage with Louisa Harcourt, 
third daughter of the late Hon. 
James Stuart-Wortley-Mackenzie, 
and sister of the first Lord Wham- 
clifie. He was born in 1810, and 
was educated at Eton and at St. 
John's OoEege, Cambridge, of which 
University he was created a Doctor 
of Laws in 1842. He served for 
some years in the Grenadier Guards, 
from which he retired with the rank 
of Captain. He first entered Par- 
Hament as M.P. for the borough of 
Beeralston (disfranchised under the 
first Eeform Act), and represented 
the northern division of Northum- 
berland in the Conservative interest 
from 1862 down to 1865 He held 
office in 1858-9, first as a Lord of 
the Admiralty, and afterwards as 
Vice-President of the Board of 
Trade. He was appointed Lord 
Privy Seal, on the Earl of Beacons- 
field resigning that office, in Feb. 
1878. In Aug. of that year he was 
appointed to preside over the Eoyal 
Commission, which had been 
charged with conducting an inquiry 
into the Parochial Charities of the 
City of London, He went out of 
office with his party in April, 1880. 
Bus Grace is President of the Eoyal 
Institution, and Hon. Colonel of 
the Northumberland Mihtia; and 
he was created an honorary D.C.L 
of Oxford in 1870. He married in 
1845 Louisa, eldest daughter of the 
late Mr. Henry Drummond, M.P. 
of Albury-park, Surrey, 

NOETON (Lord), The Eiciht 


Hon. Sib Charles Bowyeb.Ad- 
DEBLBT, K.C.M.G., eldest son of the 
late Charles Clement Adderley , Esq., 
of Hams Hall, Warwickshire, and 
Norton, Staffordshire, by Anna 
Maria, daughter of the late Sir 
Edmund Cradock-Hartopp, was born 
in Aug 1814, and educated at 
Christ's Church, Oxford, of which 
he was a gentleman commoner, and 
where he graduated B.A. in 1838 
He was elected in the Conservative 
interest in 1841, to represent the 
Northern division of Staffordshire. 
Mr. Adderley was President of the 
Board of Health and Vice-President 
of the Committee of the Privy 
Council on Education under Lord 
Derby's second administration of 
1858-9, and tinder- Secretary for the 
Colonies under Lord Derby’s third 
administration (July 1866 to Dec. 
1868). He is a Trustee of Eugby 
School and Chairman of the Eoyal 
Sanitary Commission. In 1869 he 
was made a Knight Commander of 
the Order of St Michael and St. 
George. On the return of the Con- 
servatives to power in Feb. 1874, he 
was appointed President of the 
Board of Trade. Sir Charles Ad- 
derley took an active part in the 
establishment of colonial self- 
government and in the introduc- 
tion of reformatory institutions, and 
is the author of pamphlets on edu- 
cation and penal discipline, and of 
works on other subjects connected 
with colonial interests. He resigned 
the office of President of the Board 
of Trade in April, 1878, when he 
was raised to the peerage of tbe 
Umted Kingdom by the title of 
Baron Norton, of Norton-on-the- 
Moors, in the county of Stafford. 
His lordship presided at the meet- 
ing of the Social Science Associa- 
tion held at Cheltenham in Oct. 
1878. He married, in 1842, Julia 
Anne Eliza Leigh, eldest daughter 
of Chandos, first Lord Leigh. 

NOEWICH, Bishop oe. (See 
Pelham*, Db.) 

NOTTINGHAM, Bishop OP. (See 
Baoshawe 5 Trollope.) 
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NOVA SCOTIA, Bishop OF. (See 
Binnet, Dr. 

NOVELLO, Clara Anastasia 
(Countess OiaLiucci), fourth 
daughter of Mr. Vincent Novello, 
musical composer, horn in London, 
June 10, 1818, at an early age dis- 
played so much musical talent as to 
induce her father to give her a 
thoroughly professional education. 
B[er progress repaid the care be- 
stowed upon her, for at the early 
age of eleven years she won, by 
competition, her admission as a 
pupil into the Conservatoire de 
Musique Sacree at Pans, where, for 
two years, she studied assiduously, 
and at one of the public examina- 
tions of the pupils was complimented 
by Charles X. and his court. On 
the closing of the institution, in the 
revolution of 1830, she returned 
home fitted to take a prominent 
part among the singers of the day, 
at the concerts of the Philharmonic 
Society and other leading musical 
entertainments. When only seven- 
teen years of age she was elected 
an Associate of that Society 5 and 
soon afterwards accepted an invita- 
tion from Mendelssohn to take part 
in the Leipsic Cewand-Haus Con- 
certs. In Berlin and Vienna she 
was equally well received; and so 
great was her success at the first- 
mentioned place, that the late king 
presented her with introductions to 
his sister, the Empress of Russia, 
and to the court of Vienna. Before 
this time Malibran and Bubini 
advised her to go to Italy, and 
study for the stage. Her success 
at Vienna induced her to take part 
in the musical festivals in Lom- 
b^dy, and she felt disposed to 
follow their advice, but, owing to 
engagements at St. Petersburg and 
in Q-ermany, could not carry out 
this plan until 1889-40. She ap- 
peared at Padua in 1841 in the 
character of Semiramide with such 
success, that engagements at 
Bologna, Modena, and G-enoa fol- 
lowed, and in 1842 both Rome and 
G^poa epdeavopjred to secure her 


for the fetes of the carnival. In 
1843 she returned to England, and 
sang in London and Manchester; 
and having contracted a matrimo- 
nial alliance with Count Gigliucci, 
she withdrew from* the stage in 
1844. Circumstances, however, in- 
duced her return in 1850, to the 
arena of her earlier triumphs ; and 
she constantly appeared in concerts, 
oratorios, and operas, on the Conti- 
nent and in London, until 1860, 
when she finally retired. 

NOVELLO, Joseph Alfred, son 
of Vincent Novello, organist and 
composer, was born in 1810. Hti 
followed his father's footsteps in 
devoting himself to the propagation 
of good music in England, and at 
the early age of nineteen estab- 
lished ’himself in London as a 
musical pubhsher. Some years 
after he devised a system of print- 
ing cheap music, and succeeded in 
introducing this beneficial novelty, 
notwithstanding the general oppo- 
sition of fellow music-sellers. To 
his efforts is due the abolition of a 
vexatious printers' guild law, which 
had hampered the trade since 1811. 
A friend and admirer of Felix Men- 
delssohn, Mr. Alfred Novello eagerly 
introduced to English auditors the 
works of that great master, and 
aided him in translating " St. Paul," 
“ Lobegesang," and other composi- 
tions. In 1849 he associated him- 
self with the energetic men who 
relieved England from "taxation 
on knowledge," and for years was 
the active treasurer of their society, 
the object of which was the repeal 
of the advertisement duty (accom- 
plished in 1853), the repeal of the 
newspaper stamp (accomplished in 
1866), duties on paper and foreign 
books, and the repeal of the security 
system. Ever ardent in promoting 
the progress of art, science, and 
social advancement, he materially 
assisted the inventive genius of his 
friend, Mr. Bessemer, in his scien- 
tific discoveries in glass, &c., and 
especially that of producing the 
metal now known as Bessemer steel, 
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In 1856 he retired from business 
and established himself in Italy, 
the birthplace of his paternal an- 
cestors • 

NXJTTALL, The Eight Ebv. 
Enos, D.D., was consecrated Bishop 
of Jamaica in St. Paulas Cathedral, 
Xiondon, Oct, 28, 1880.

OAKELEY, Sir Herbert 
Stanley, Mus. D., second son of 
the late Sir Herbert Oakeley, Bart., 
was bom at Ealing, Middlesex, in 
July, 1830 His mother, Athole 
Murray, the third Lady Oakeley, 
was daughter of Lord Charles Mur- 
ray, youngest son of John, third 
Duke of Athole. He was educated 
at Eugby School, and at Christ 
Church, Oxford (B.A. 1853, M.A. 
1855). After having graduated he 
went abroad to complete his studies 
in music, for which, from earliest 
childhood, he had shown a marked 
predilection . At Leipzig he studied 
pianoforte-playing under Professor 
Moscheles and Plaidy, and at Bonn 
organ-playmg under Dr. Breiden- 
stein, Professor of Music in that 
University, and later under the 
great organist Dr Johann Schneider 
of Dresden. While resident in Lon- 
don he acted for some years as 
musical critic and correspondent to 
a well-known periodical, to which 
and to other journals he still con- 
tributes notices of musical festi- 
vals at home and abroad. In 1866, 
on the death of Professor Donaldson, 
he was elected Professor of Music in 
the University of Edinburgh. In 
1871 he received ear officio the degree 
of Doctor of Music. In recognition 
of musical services for Scotland, the 
honour of knighthood was conferred 
on him in Aug. 1876. In 1879 
his own University, Oxford, confer- 
red on him the degree honons causd, 
of Mus. Doc. j and in 1881 that of 
LL.D. was presented to bfm by the 
University of Aberdeen. In the 
same year he received ihe appoint- 


ment of Composer to Her Majesty 
in Scotland. He has written for 
the Church, for chorus, orchestra, 
organ, and pianoforte, and has pub- 
hshed vocal qihirtets, &c. To Sir 
Herbert Oakeley’ s influence may be 
in great measure attributed the in- 
crease in appreciation of the organ 
and the orchestra which has taken 
place since his appointment at Edin- 
burgh i and also the foundation of 
a Students’ Musical Society at each 
of the four Scottish universities. 

OAKES, John Wright, A.E.A., 
born in 1822 at Sproston House, near 
Middlewich, Cheshire, was educated 
at a private school in Liverpool He 
has exhibited at the Eoyal Academy, 
with one exception, since 1848. A 
few of his later pictures are : — ''The 
W arren j ” " Maldreath Sands ; ” 
" AberfrawBay j ” " The Common 
"A Solitary Poolj” "A Carnarvon- 
shire Q-len;” "Early Spring,” 1869, 
purchased for the Public Oallery,

" Linn of Muick 1 ” " Glen Derry j ” 
" A Sandy Bit of the Eoad "The

"Fording a Creek;” "The Border 
Countrie,” 1877; "Dirty Weather 
on the East Coast;” "The Dee 
Sands ;” " In the Meadows,” 1878 ; 
"Disturbed” and "Early Spring 
Twilight,” 1879, purchased by the 
South Kensington Museum. Mr. 
Oakes was elected an Associate of 
the Eoyal Academy in April, 1876. 

O’BEIEhT, Lxjoitrs Eiohard, Pre- 
sident of the Eoyal Canadian Aca- 
demy of Arts, was bom at the family 
residence on Lake Sincoe, Ontario, 
Canada, in 1832, and educated at 
Upper Canada College, Toronto. 
At an early age he developed a 
taste for Art. In 1872 he took an 
active part in founding the Art 
School of the Ontario Society of 
Artists, and for six years he held 
the Yice-Presidency of that insti- 
tution. In 1880, the Eoyal Cana- 
dian Academy of Arts was founded, 
and Mr, O’Brien w^s elected Presi- 
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dent. To the exhibitions he has 
been a large contributor. He is 
Art Director of Picturesqne Can- 
ada/' a publication now being issued 
in Toronto, elaborately illustrated. 

O'COHHOE, Thomas Power, 
M.P , bom at Athlone, co. Ros- 
common, in 1848, was educated first 
in the College of the Immaculate 
Conception, Athlone, and afterwards 
in the Queen's College, in which he 
graduated in the degrees of B.A. 
and M.A, He adopted journalism 
as a profession, and after three 
years' connection with the Dublin 
press, came to London in 1870. He 
first obtamed an engagement on the 
Daily Telegrajph, and was afterwards 
employed on several other London 
journals. He published, in 1876, 
the first volume of a biography of 
the late Lord Beaconsfield, under 
the title of " Benjamin Disraeli, Earl 
of Beaconsfield," but afterwards 
changing the method, brought out 
a complete Life of the then Premier, 
in a single volume, entitled Lord 
Beaconsfield, a Biography." The 
work received general praise for its 
literary merits and research, but, as 
it took a very unfavourable view of 
the Conservative leader, its conclu- 
sions met with a widely different re- 
ception from Liberal and Conserva- 
tive critics. Mr. O'Connorwas elect- 
ed member for the town of Galway 
at the general election of 1880, and 
soon became one of the most active 
and prominent members of the 
party led by Mr. Parnell. He was 
one of the Executiwe of the Land 
League, both in England and Ire- 
land In Oct. 1881, he set out for 
the United States, and lectured on 
the Irish cause to large gatherings 
in nearly all the great cities, during 
a tour which extended over seven 
months, and raised a large sum of 
money. In 1883 he was elected 
President of the ‘'Irish National 
League of Great Britain." He has 
edited a " Cabinet of Irish Litera- 
ture," and has written a large 
number of tales, essays, and maga- 
^Warfd^e^, 


ODLING, ■W'iLLiAM,M.B.,r R.S., 
born Sept 5, 1829, in Southwark ; 
was educated at private schools , and 
for the medical profession at Guy’s 
Hospital. He graduated M.B of the 
University of London in 1851 , was 
elected a Fellow of the Royal Society, 
and a Fellow of the Royal College 
of Physicians in 1859; and Presi- 
dent of the Chemical Society in 
1873. He was appointed Demon- 
strator of Chemistry at Guy's Hos- 
pital in 1850 ; Lecturer on Chemis- 
try at St Bartholomew's Hospital 
in 1863 ; Fullenan Professor of 
Chemistry at the Royal Institution 
in 1868 ; Waynflete Professor of 
Chemistry in the University of 
Oxford, June 1 7, 1872 , and elected 
a Fellow of Worcester College on 
the following day. Mr. Odling, 
who is highly distinguished as a 
scientific chemist, is the author of 
a “ Manual of Chemistry," 1801 ; 
“Lectures on Animal Chemistry," 
1866 ; “ Course of Practical Chemis- 
try," 1876 ; and of various scientific 
memoirs, especially on chemical 
theory The University of Leyden 
conferred on him the honorary 
degree of Doctor of Mathematics 
and Physics in Feb. 1875. He was 
British Judge of Awards for Che- 
mical Manufactures at the Phila- 
delphia International Exhibition of 
1876. 

O'FLANAGAN, James Roderick, 
M.R.I. A., was born Sept. 1, 1814, in 
Ferinoy barracks, co. Cork, and is 
the eldest son of Captain O'Flan- 
agan and Eliza, daughter of W. 
Glissan, of Mount Glissan, in that 
county. Ho received his education 
at Fermoy School, was called to the 
bar of Ireland in 1838, and went 
the Munster circuit. In 1846 Mr. 
O'Flanagan was appointed a Crown 
Prosecutor for the City of Cork. 
After travelling on the Continent, 
Mr, O'Flanagan's “ Impressions at 
Home and Abroad " was published 
at London in 2 vols., 1837. He 
joined the British Association for 
the Advancement of Science in 
1843, and read an essay, which ex-. 
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panded into the Historical and 
Picturesque G-uide to the Black- 
water in Munsterj'^ London, 1844. 
He contributed to the series of 
Irish Eivers/^ in the Dublin Uni- 
versity Magazine; from 1845^ till 
1852, conducted the InsTi National 
Magazine, and was the principal 
contributor to the Dublin Saturday 
Magazine. In 1853 he was elected 
a member of the Royal Irish Aca- 
demy, and his essay on " The Life 
and Writings of the Irish Historian 
John B'Alton "" is published in the 
Proceedings of that body In con- 
junction with Mr D'Alton, he pub- 
lished The History of Dundalk,” 
Dublin, 1861. In 1866 appeared 
his '^Bar Life of O^Connell,” and 
Bryan O^Regan,” a sporting novel, 
which was followed by his chief 
work, " The Lives of the Lord 
Chancellors of Ireland,” 2 vols., 
London, 1870. In 1873 another 
sporting work was published, en- 
titled Captain O'Shaugnessy^’s 
Sporting Career,” 2 vols., and ^*The 
Irish Bar," 1879. His latest pub- 
lished work, ''The Munster Cir- 
cuit,” appeared in 1880 He is now 
engaged on "A History of the Irish 
People." 

O'HAGAlSr (Babon), The Rioht 
Hon. Thomas O'Haoan, K.P , born 
at Dublin, in 1810, was educated at 
the Institution, Belfast, and was 
called to the Irish bar in 1836 
He held for several years the post 
of assistant barrister for the county 
of Longford* was appointed Solici- 
tor-General for Ireland under Lord 
Palmerston's second administration 
in 1860, and to the (Irish) Attorney- 
Generalship in 1861, and was sworn 
a member of the Privy Council in 
Jan. 1865, when he was appointed 
a Justice of the Court of Common 
Pleas in Ireland, He was member 
for Tralee from May, 1863, till his 
elevation to the Bench, and sup- 
ported the Liberal party. On Mr. 
Gladstone taking the reins of power, 
in Dec. 1868, Mr. Justice O'Hagan 
was made Lord High Chancellor of 
Ireland, being the first Roman 


Catholic elevated to that dignity in 
modem times; and in June, 1870, 
he was raised to the peerage by the 
title of Baron O'Hagan. He re- 
mained in ofacG until the resigna- 
tion of Mr. Gladstone's cabinet in 
Feb. 1874 In Oct 1878, he was 
nominated one of the Commissioners 
who were intrusted with the duty 
of giving effect to the Act relating 
to Intermediate Education in Ire- 
land. On the return of the Liberals 
to power, in May, 1880, he was 
again appointed Lord Chancellor of 
Ireland, and he held that office till 
Hov. 1881, being on his retirement 
created a Knight of the Order of 
St. Patrick. He has been twice 
married — first in 1836, to Mary, 
daughter of the late Mr. Charles 
Hamilton Teeling, of Belfast ; and 
secondly, in 1871, to Alice Mary, 
youngest daughter of the late Col- 
onel Charles Townelcy,of Towneley, 
Lancashire. 

OLDENBDRG (Grand Dukh 
of), Nicholas Fbeukrick Peter, 
son of the Grand-Duke Paul Fred- 
erick Augustus and the Princess 
Ida, of Anhalt-Bernborg, born July 
8, 1827, succeeded his father Feb. 
27, 1853 The population of the 
duchy over which he reigns is about 
300,000. Ho promulgated a liberal 
constitution in Feb., 1840, modified 
it in 1852, and during the war be- 
tween Russia, Turkey, and the 
Allied Powers he adhered to the 
policy of Prussia. After the con- 
quest of Schleswig-Holstein by 
Prussia and Austria, the Grand 
Duke claimed a portion of these 
duchies, which claim he endea- 
voured to support by some "Me- 
moirs" addressed to the diploma- 
tists of Europe. He married, Feb. 
10, 1852, Elizabeth, daughter of 
Prince Joseph of Saxe-Altenburg, 
by whom he has two sons. 

OLIPHANT, Laurence, son of 
the late Sir Anthony Oliphant, O.B., 
for many years Chief Justice of 
Ceylon, born in 1829, was intended 
for the law, but visited India whilst 
very young, and accompanied Jung 
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Bahadoor to tlie Nepaiilese Court. 
An account of this visit he pub- 
lished, under the title of ^^A Jour- 
ney to Katmandhu.” Returning 
to England, he was admitted a 
member of the Scottish bar, and 
was afterwai-ds called to the Eng- 
lish bar at Lincoln's Inn., In 1852 
he travelled through a great part 
of Russia, as far as the Crimea, an 
account of which tour he published 
in 1853, under the title of " The 
Russian Shores of the Black Sea."’ 
He became private secretary to the 
late Earl of Elgin, then Governor- 
General of Canada, and in 1855 
published, under the title of Min- 
nesota and the Far West,"" a narra- 
tive of his wanderings in Canada 
and the United States. "The 
Coming Campaign,"" a work on the 
war with Russia, appeared soon 
after , and having accompanied 
Omer Pasha in some of his expedi- 
tions, he published, in 1856, " The 
Transcaucasian Campaign under 
Omer Pasha,"" a personal narrative. 
He accompanied the late Lord El- 
gm as private secretary and histo- 
riographer on his special embassy 
to China in 1857, and in 1860 pub- 
lished "A Narrative of the Earl of 
Elgin’s Mission to China and Japan, 
in 1857-69 and "Patriots and Pil- 
libusters • Incidents of Travel."" 
He has been a frequent contributor 
to periodical literature. In 1861, 
while acting as Charg6 d" Affaires in 
Japan, he was attacked and severely 
wounded by assassins, and resigned 
the diplomatic service in the fol- 
lowing year. In 1865 he was re- 
turned to Parliament for the Stir- 
ling burghs, and resigned his seat 
in 1868. He published " Piccadilly • 
a Fragment of Contemporaneous 
Biography/" 1870 j "The Land of 
Gilead, with Excursions into the 
Lebanon/" 1881 ; " Traits and Tra- 
vesties, Social and Political/" 1882 j 
and " Altiora Peto,"" a novel, 1883. 

OLIPHANT, Mas. Maboabit, a 
novelist and biographer, whose 
maiden name was Wilson, is of 
Scotch parentage, but was born at 


Liverpool about 1818. The first of 
her numerous works of fiction, 
which abound in skilful delineations 
of Scotch life and character, ap- 
peared in 1849, under the title of 
" Passages in the Life of Mrs Mar- 
garet Maitland of Sunnyside."" Its 
success was such as to incite its 
author to fresh efforts, and she pro- 
duced a long series of works of 
fiction, which secured for her a 
wide-spread reputation not only in 
this country, but also in the United 
States, where most of her novels 
have been republished Their 
titles are : — " Merkland,"" 1851 ; 
" Adam Graeme of Mossgray/" 
1862; " Harry Muir/" 1853 ; "Mag- 
dalen Hepburn,"" 1854; "Lillies- 
leaf/" 1855 ; " Zaidee ; "" " Katie 
Stewart/" and "The Quiet Heart ; 

" Chronicles of Carlingford ; "" 

Salem Chapel ; "" " Agnes/" 1866 ; 
" The Minister’s Wife,"" 1869 ; 
"John: a Love Story,"" 1870; 
" Three Brothers,"" 1870 , " Squire 
Arden/" 1871 ; " Ombra,"" 1871 ; 
" At his Gates,"" 1872 ; " Innocent : 
a Tale of Modern Life,"’ 1873 ; " A 
Rose in June,"" 1871); "For Love 
and Life,"" 1874; "Mrs. Arthur/" 
1877 , " Young Musgrave,"" 1877 ; 
"The Primrose Path/" 1878; and 
"Withm the Precincts"" in the 
Comhill Magazine for 1878. Her 
biographical works are, "Life of 
Edward Irving,"" 1862 ; " St, Fran- 
cis of Assisi/" 1870 ; a " Memoir of 
the Comte do Montalembert,"" 1872 ; 
and " The Makers of Florence : 
Lante, Giotto, Savonarola ; and 
their City,"" 1876. Her more recent 
works are. — "He that Will not 
when he May,"" a novel, 1880; 
" In Trust • the Story of a Lady 
and her Lover/" a novel, 1882; 
" The Literary History of England 
in the end of the eighteenth and 
beginning of the nineteenth cen- 
tury/" 3 vols„ 1882 ; " The Ladies 
Lindores,"" 1883 ; and " It was a 
Lover and his Lass,"" 1883. 

OLIPHANT, Thomas Law- 
BUNCB King-ton, bom August 16, 
1831, at Henleaze^near Bristol, wa§ 
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educated at Cheam, Surrey, then at 
Eton, next at Balliol College, 
Oxford, and afterwards at the Inner 
Temple. He was served heir to his 
maternal grandfather'^s estate of 
Gask, in Perthshire, in 1867. Mr. 
Oliphant has published the "Life 
of the Emperor Frederick the 
Second,” 1862; "Jacobite Lairds 
of Gask,” 1870; "Sources of 
Standard English,” 1873 ; "Life of 
the Due de Luynes,” with other 
essays, 1875 ; and " Old and Middle 
English,” 1878. He is now work- 
ing at " Hew English.” 

OLLIER, Edmund, was born in 
London, Nov. 26, 1826, being son 
of the late Charles Ollier, author 
and publisher. He first began 
writing in Ainsworth* s Magazine at 
the end of 1844. He wrote largely 
for Dickens’s Household Words and 
All the Year Bound, from 1850 to 
the close of 1870; was sub-editot 
of the Leader, 1855-8 ; editor of the 
Atlas, 1859-^; literary editor of 
the London Beview, 1864-6 ; and an 
occasional writer in the Daily News, 
1853-77. He has edited some of 
the writings of Charles Lamb and 
Leigh Hunt, with critical and bio- 
graphical introductions. He be- 
came connected, as a writer, with 
Messrs. Cassell’s establishment in 
1869. Mr. Ollier has written for 
that firm " The Dor4 Gallery,” 1870 ; 
"History of the Franco-German 
War,” 2 vols., 1871-2; "Essay, 
Critical and Historical, on Sacred 
Art,” 1873 ; " History of the United 
States,” 3 vols., 1876^-7 ; "History 
of the Eusso-Turkish War,” 2 
vols,, 1878-9 ; "Universal History” 
(now in course of publication) . His 
other works are : " Poems from the 
Greek Mythology, and Miscellane- 
ous Poems,” 1867 ; and " Our 
British Portrait-Painters, from Sir 
Peter Lely to James Sant,” 1874, a 
rather misleading title, since it is 
really a set of detached essays on 
subjects connected with the painters 
and their works. In 1867 he re- 
ceived from King Victor Emmanuel 
the cross of the Order of Saints 


Maurice and Lazarus, for services 
in the English press to the cause of 
Italian independence. 

OLLIVIER, Olivier iSImile, a 
French statesman, born at Mar- 
seilles, July 2, 1825; became a 
member of the Paris bar in 1847; 
and in 1818 was Commissary- 
General of the Republic at Mar- 
seilles, was PrefetatLangres; and 
returned to the bar in 1849. Elected 
as Opposition candidate for the 
third circonscription of the Seme 
in 1857, he took part in several 
important discussions ; amongst 
which may be mentioned those 
relating to the laws respecting 
public safety, the expedition to 
Italy, and the regulation of the 
press. During the session of 1860 
he was one of the most distingniished 
members of a small group of Oppo- 
sition deputies, known by the name 
of " The Five.” In the meantime 
he undertook the defence of M. 
Vacherot, indicted for his work 
entitled "La Democratic,” and m 
consequence of the style he adopted 
m pleading, was suspended for 
three months, an appeal against 
this judgment failing. In 1863 he 
was re-elected for Paris, and in the 
first session was distinguished by 
his report on the law relating to 
coalitions, and then showed such 
moderation in his relations with 
the Government as to cause a cold- 
ness between himself and his old 
political friends, a feelmg which 
was increased during the session of 
1865, in which year he was elected 
a member of the Council-General 
of the Var, In July of the same 
year he received the appointment 
of Judicial Counsel and Commis- 
sary-General of the Viceroy of 
Paris, and retired from 
the Paris bar. M, Smile OUivier 
was chosen by the Emperor as 
arbitrator of the difficulties which 
arose relative to the Isthmus of 
Suez, and it was upon his report 
that the final decision was founded. 
The session of 1866-67 witnessed 
the complete separation of M» 
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Ollivier from his former political 
associates of the Left The liberal 
promises contained in the famous 
Imperial letter of Jan. 19 induced 
him to side with the G-overnment^ 
and it was fully expected that he 
would be received into the ministry 
m the combinations which were 
successively announced and contra- 
dicted Just before the general 
elections of 1869 the rumours on 
this point assumed fresh consist- 
ency, and M. Ollivier seized this 
opportunity to direct public atten- 
tion to the origin and history of his 
relations with the Emperor by pub- 
lishing a pamphlet entitled " Le 19 
Janvier."' He was returned by an 
enormous majority for the first 
circonscription of tiie Var, but was 
defeated in the third circonscrip- 
tion of the Seine, for which he was 
also a candidate. On Deo 27, M. 
Ollivier, who had been for some 
time the centre of the movements 
for uniting the fractions of the late 
majority with the new Liberal 
Tiers Partin received from the Em- 
peror a letter inviting him to form 
a ministry which should enjoy the 
confidence of the Legislative body, 
and which could carry out the 
Senatus-Consultum in letter and 
spirit. This onerous task he under- 
took, and the names of the new 
ministers were published in the 
Journal Officiel on Jan. 3, 1870. M. 
Ollivier himself took the portfolio 
of Justice, the other ministers 
being Count Daru (Foreign Affairs), 
M. Chevandier de Valdrdme (Inte- 
rior), M. Buffet (Finance), General 
Leboeuf (War), Admiral Bigault de 
Genouilly (Marine), M S^gris 
(Public Instruction), M. Talhouet 
(Public Works), M. Louuet (Com- 
merce), Marshal Vaillant (Imperial 
Household), and M Richard (Pine 
Arts). Among the first-fruits of 
the new administration was the 
granting of an amnesty m favour 
of M. Ledru-EoUin, the convocation 
of the High Court of Justice at 
Tours to try Prince Pierre Bona- 
parte, the maintenance of order 


without effusion of blood during 
the popular excitement caused by 
the assassination of Victor Noir, 
the prosecution of Henry Roche- 
fort, and the dismissal of M. Hauss- 
mann. Several administrative re- 
forms were also introduced, and it 
was thought by many that an era 
of constitutional liberty had com- 
menced for France These hopes 
were soon rudely dispelled. The 
declaration of war against Ger- 
many, and its disastrous results, 
led to the overthrow of the Ollivier 
Government on Aug. 9, 1870, when 
General Count de Palikao was 
charged with the formation of a 
war ministry. M. Ollivier, who, it 
should be mentioned, had been 
elected a member of the French 
Academy in April, 1870, deemed it 
prudent after the fall of the empire 
to retire to Biella, in Piedmont, 
where he resided for a considerable 
time with his wife and child, devot- 
ing his time to literary pursuits. 
He returned to his house at Passy 
at the close of the year 1872, and 
his reception at the French Academy 
took place Feb. 25, 1874. M. ^3mile 
Ollivier has published numerous 
juridical works, which have ap- 
peared in the Revue de Droit Pra- 
tique, which he founded in 1856, in 
conjunction with MM. Mourlon, 
Demangeat, and Ballot. He is the 
author, with M. Mourlon, of Com- 
mentaire sur les Saisies Immobi- 
li^res et Ordres," 1869; and of 
Commissaire de la Loi du 26 Mars, 
1864, sur les Coalitions," 1864; 
« line Visite ^ la Chapelle des Me- 
dicis : Dialogue entre Michel Ange 
et, Raphael," 1872 ; L'Eglise et 
TEtat au Concile du Vatican," 2 
vols., 1879 ; '' M. Thiers h, TAcad^- 
mie et dans I'Histoire," 1880 ; and 
other works. He is an accom- 
plished musician, and besides play- 
ing the violin, has written sever^ 
concertos for that instrument. M. 
OUivier's first wife, who died at 
Saint Tropez, in 1862, was a 
daughter of Liszt, the famous 
pianist and composer ; he married. 
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secondly, in 8ept., 1809, Mdllc 
Grayier, the daughter of a mer- 
chant of Marseilles. 

OLMSTED, Pbbderiok Law, 
landscape gardener, horn in Hart- 
ford, Connecticut, Nov 10, 1822. 
He studied at Yale College, devot- 
ing special attention to engineering 
and the sciences connected with 
agriculture. In ISIS he purchased 
a fruit-farm on Staten Island, near 
New York, and while successfully 
managing it, studied landscape 
gardening. In 1850 he made a 
pedestrian tour through England 
and portions of the Continent, an 
account of which was given in his 
Walks and Talks of an American 
Farmer in England,” 1852. In 
1852-53, as correspondent of the Neio 
York Twiesj he travelled through 
the Southern States with the special 
purpose of studying the effects of 
slavery upon agriculture. The re- 
sults of this journey, and of a sub- 
sequent one, were afterwards pub- 
lished in separate works : “ A 

Journey in the Seaboard Slave 
States,” 185G j A Jouimey through 
Texas,” 1857, "A Journey in the 
Black Country,” 18G0; and “"The 
Cotton Kmgdom,” 1801. In the 
meanwhile, in 1855, he made a tour 
through France, Italy, and Ger- 
many for the purpose of observing 
parks and rur^ grounds. In 1850 
he secured the prize for the best 
plan of laying out the New York 
Central Park, and was appointed 
architect and chief engineer. He 
continued in charge of the Park 
until 1861, when the civil war 
having broken out, he was appointed 
Secretary and Executive Officer of 
the Sanitary Commission. From 
1864i to 1866 he spent in California, 
when he was made one of the Com- 
missioners of the National Park of 
the Yosemite. He returned to New 
York in 1866, and had charge of the 
laying out of the Brooklyn Prospe' 
Park. ^ He has since been associated 
in designs for parks and other pub- 
lic works at Washington, Chicago 
San Francisco, and other cities. 


OMMANEY, Vice-Admiral Sir 
ijRASMUs, C.B., F.B S., is the 
seventh son of the late Sir Francis 
Molyneux Ommaney, the well- 
known Navy Agent, and sometime 
M.P. for Barnstaple, and nephew 
of the late Admiral Sir John A. 
Ommaney, K C B. He was bom in 
London in 1811, and entered the 
navy in 1826, passing his examina- 
tion in 1833 and obtaining his first 
commission in 1835, Having been 
midshipman in the Pique mider the 
late Captain (afterwards Admiral) 
H. J. Eous, attached to the force off 
Lisbon, and subsequently Flag- 
Lieutenant to his uncle. Sir John 
Ommaney, ho was advanced to the 
rank of Commander in 1810, and 
from 1811 till the close of ISId was 
employed on board the Vesuvius 
steamship.^ He became Captain in 
1810, attained flag rank in 1861, 
and was promoted to Vice-Admiral 
in 1871. He was nominated a Com- 
panion of the Bath (Militey Divi- 
sion) in 1867, and is a Fellow of the 
Boyal Society. He was knighted 
in 1877. 

ONTABIO, Bishop of {See 
Lewis, Di^.) 

OPPEBT, Julius, Ph.D., was 
born at Hamburg, July 0, 1825, of 
a Jewish family, ivnd is a nephew, 
on the mother's side, of the cele- 
brated jiu'ist, Professor Edward 
Cans of Berlin. ‘He received his 
early education at the Johanneum 
in his native town, and then studied 
law at Heidelberg and Bonn, but 
eventually turned his attention to 
Oriental studies. In 1847, after 
having pursued his studies for two 
years at Berlin, he went to take the 
degree of Doctor in Philosophy in 
the University of Kiel, with a Latin 
thesis on the criminal law of the 
Hindoos (‘^ De Jure Hindorum 
Crimiuali”). Being precluded, as 
a J ew, from any public appointment 
in Germany, he went to Paris in 
1817, and became teacher of Ger- 
man and English at Laval in 1848, 
and at Bheims in 1850. In 1851 he 
was sent, with Fressel and Thomas, 
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to Mesopotamia, and investigated 
the ruins of Babylon and Chaldsea. 
Returning to France in 1854, he 
was sent, in the following year, on 
a mission to the British Museum, 
and he attended the meeting of the 
British Association at Glasgow In 
1857 he was appointed Professor of 
Sanscrit and Comparative Philology 
at the Imperial Library, Pans ; 
and m 1868, Professor of Assyrian 
Philology and Archaeology in the 
College de France. In 1881 he was 
admitted a member of the Insti- 
tute of France, not, however, with- 
out some objections havmg been 
raised on account of his German 
birth, although he had received 
letters of grand naturalization in 
1856. Professor Oppert has pub- 
lished numerous works. One of 
the earliest was a treatise on the 
Old Persian graphic system ("Laut- 
system des Altpersischen,^' 1847) 
This was followed by ''The Inscrip- 
tions of the Achemenides," 1852; 
"Assyrian Studies,’^ and "The 
French Scientific Expedition to 
Mesopotamia,” 1858 In 1863 he 
obtained the grand biennial prize 
(20,000 fr.), of the Institute of 
France, then awarded, for the se- 
cond time, to "the work or the 
discovery most calculated to do 
honour or service to the country.” 
He announced at the Congress of 
Orientalists held in London in 1874, 
his discovery of the ancient chrono- 
logy of Babylon. Among Dr. Op- 
p^^s subsequent works which give 
him a place in the front rank of 
Orientalists may be mentioned 
" The Cuneiform Inscriptions again 
deciphered,” 1859 ; " Sanscrit Gram- 
mar,” 1859, ‘2nd edit. 1863 ; " Ele- 
ments of Assyrian Grammar,” 1860, 
" Present State of the Deciphering 
of the Cuneiform Inscriptions,” 
" The Fasti of Sargon ; ” History 
of the Empires of ChaldsBa and As- 
syria,” 1866 ; " Babylon and the 
Babylonians,” 1869 ; " Biblical 

O^onology,” 1870; "Persian Mis- 
cellanies,” 1872, "Solomon and 
hm Successors,” 1877; and "The 


People and Language of the 
Medes,” 1879. 

OECHAEDSON, William Quil- 
LEB, E.A., born at Edinburgh in 
1835, entered at the age of fifteen 
the Trustees" Academy of his native 
city. The first pictures he sub- 
mitted to public mspection were 
shown in the exhibitions of the Eoyal 
Scottish Academy. Encoui’agedby 
their reception, Mr Orchardson 
came to London in 1863, and the 
same year exhibited in Trafalgar- 
sqiiare for the first time. His con- 
tributions were entitled "An Old 
English Song,” and "Portraits,"" 
the latter a life-size full-length por- 
trait composition of three young 
ladies. In the following year he 
exhibited at the British Institution 
a figure of " Peggy "" from Allan 
Eamsay"s " Gentle Shepherd,"" and 
at the Eoyal Academy another 
Scottish subject, entitled "Flowers 
o" the Forest."" The following year 
appeared at the Eoyal Academy 
" Hamlet and Ophelia,"" and in the 
winter exhibition at the French 
gallery, Pall Mall, " The Challenge,"" 
which won a prize of riBlOO given by 
Mr. Wallis. In 1866 came "The 
Story of a Life "" at the Academy — 
an aged nun relating her life expe- 
rience to a group of novices; and 
"Christopher Sly,"" in Mr. Wallis"s 
winter exhibition at the Sufiolk- 
street galleries. In 1867 the Aca- 
demy pictures were " Talbot and the 
Countess of Auvergne,"" and "Miss 
Pettie,"" and another was shown at 
the French gallery winter exhibi- 
tion, entitled " Choosing a Weapon."" 
In Jan., 1868, he was elected an 
Associate of the Eoyal Academy, 
only four years after he had come to 
London. He exhibited that year 
at the Academy, besides a portrait 
of Mrs. Birket Foster, a subject from 
Shakspeare — " Prince Henry, Poins, 
and Falstaff."" In 1870 three pic- 
tures by him were exhibited at 
the Eoyal Academy, viz., "Day 
Dreams,"" "The Market-Girl from 
the Lido,"" and " Toilers of the Sea."" 
Mr. Orchardson achieved a great 
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success at the Paris Universal Ex- 
hibition, where his ‘"Challenge” 
and “ Christopher Sly ” were greatly 
admired by French critics, and won 
for the painter one of the very few 
medals awarded to English artists. 
His more recent pictures are, “A 
Hundred Tears Ago,” “On the 
Grand Canal, Venice,” and “In St. 
Markus, Venice,” exhibited at the 
Academy, 1871; “Casus Belli” and 
“The Forest Pet,” 1872; “The 
Protector,” “ Oscar and Brin,^^ and 
“Cinderella,” 1873; “Hamlet and 
the King,” “ Ophelia,” “ A Venetian 
Fruit-seller,” and “Escaped,” 1874 ; 
“Too Good to be True,” and 
“Moonlight on the Lagoons,” 1876 ; 
“Flotsam and Jetsam,” “The Bill 
of Sale,” and “The Old Soldier,” 
1876 ; “ The Queen of the Swords,” 
and “Jessica” (Merchant of Venice), 
1877; “Conditional Neutrality,” “A 
Social Eddy left by the Tide,” and 
“Autumn,” 1878; “Hard Hit,” a 
scene at the gaming table, 1879; 
“Napoleon I. on board H.M^S 
Bellerophon,” 1880, purchased by 
the Council of the Eoyal Academy 
under the terms of the Chantrey 
bequest; “Housekeeping in the 
Honeymoon,” 1882; and “Voltaire 
dining with the Due de Sulli,” 1883. 
Mr. Orchardson was elected a Eoyal 
Academician Dec. 13, 1877. 

O'EEILLT, The Eight Ebv. 
Bebnahd, D.D., a Eoman Catholic 
prelate, bom at Ballybeg, co. Meath, 
Jan. 10, 1824, received his education 
at St. Cuthbert's College, XJshaw, 
near Durham, and was ordained a 
priest. He became a canon of Liver- 
pool, and for twenty years was at- 
tached to the church of St. Vincent 
de Paul in that town . On the death 
of Dr. Goss, Father O'Eeilly was 
appointed his successor as Bishop 
of Liverpool, and he was consecrated 
by Archbishop Manning, March 19, 
1873. 

OEMS BY, The Eight Hon. 
Henry, son of the Eev. Henry 
Ormsby, Eector of Kilskier, co. 
Meath, was bom in that parish in 
Feb., 1812, and educated at Trinity 


College, Dublin, where he graduated 
in 183 i, having obtained several 
honours in his career : these were 
in Logics, Mathematics, and Greek 
Composition. He was called to the 
bar in 1835, and made a Q.C. in 1858. 
Shortly before the resignation of 
the Conservative ministry in 1868 
he was nominated Solicitor-General 
for Ireland. Upon the return of 
Mr. Disraeli to power in 1874 he 
was re-appointed Solicitor-General. 
In Jan., 1875, he was appomted 
Attorney-General for Ireland, and 
sworn of the Privy Council ; and in 
Nov. the same year he was appointed 
a Judge of the Landed Estates Court 
in Ireland. 

OSBOENE, The Eev. Lord Syd- 
ney Godolphin, third son of the 
first Lord Godolphin, born in 1808, 
graduated B.A. at Brasenose Col- 
lege, Oxford, in 1830, and having 
been for some years Eector of Stoke 
Pogis, near Eton, was appointed 
Eector of Durweston, Dorsetshire, 
by Lord Portman, in 1841. He 
resigned the latter incumbency in 
Sept., 1875. On the accession of 
his brother, Lord Godolphin, to the 
dukedom of Leeds, he obtained the 
rank of a duke*s son. Lord S. G 
Osborne has long been known for 
his letters on social and philanthro- 
pic subjects, published under the 
signature of “S. G. 0.,” in the 
Times. His lordship has written 

Gleanings in the West of Ireland ” 
(which country he visited for bene- 
volent purposes during the famine of 
1847, and also in the year in which 
the cholera prevailed), published in 
1860 ; “Lady Eva; Her Last Days, 
a Tale,” in 1851 ; “ Scutari and its 
Hospitals,” with illustrations (he 
visited the hospitals at Scutari 
during the Crimean war, received 
the thanks of the Government for 
the services he rendered, and was 
honourably mentioned in the Eeport 
of the Parliamentary Committee as 
having assisted to alleviate the 
sufienngs, raise the spirits, and 
save the Eves of the wounded and 
sick soldiers) in 1866; Hints to 
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the Charitable/^ and "Hints for 
the Amelioration of the Moral Con 
dition of a Yillage/' in 1856 j "Let- 
ters on the Education of Young 
Children/^ in 1866 1 and many pam- 
phlets, urging on the public the 
improvement of the dwellings of the 
labouring classes. 

OSCAE II., King op Sweden 
AND Nobwat, was born Jan. 21 
1829, and before he ascended the 
throne held the rank of Lieutenant- 
Oeneral in the army He married, 
in June, 1857, the Princess Sophia 
of Nassau, daughter of the late 
Duke Wilhelm of Nassau, who was 
born in July, 1836. From tliis union 
there are four sons — namely, Oustaf, 
Duke of Wermland, born in June, 
1868, now heir-apparent to the 
throne j Oscar, Duke of Gotland, 
bom in Nov., 1859 j Carl, Duke of 
Westergdtland, born in Feb , 1861 ; 
and Eugene, Duke of Nerike, born 
in Aug., 1865. On the death of his 
brother, Charles XT., in 1872, he 
succeeded to the throne. The coro- 
nation of King Oscar and Queen 
Sophia took place July 18, 1873, at 
the Cathedral of Drontheim in Nor- 
way. In 1878 the Frankfort Academy 
of Sciences elected the King of 
Sweden a corresponding member in 
recognition of his poetical transla- 
tion of Goethe's "Faust” into 
Swedish. His Majesty is also the 
author of "A Memoir of Charles XII. 
(translated into English in 1879) ; 
and of " Poems and Leaflets from my 
Journal,” 1880. 

O'SHEA, John AxrausTTJs, 
special correspondent, bom in 1840, 
is a son of Mr. John O'Shea, of 
Nenagh, county Tipperary, author 
of many volumes of baUad poetry 
and tales. He was educated in the 
Catholic University, Dublin, and 
his first practical experience of war 
was at the siege of Ancona in 1860, 
when it was defended by the Papal 
troops. He went through the' 
Austro-Prussian war as correspon- 
dent of a New York paper, and 
joined, in 1869, the staff of the , 
London Siamdard^ with which he i 


has been since connected. While 
acting as representative of the 
Standard during the Franco-Prus- 
sian war with the army of Marshal 
MacMahon advancing to the relief 
of Metz, he was sentenced to death 
at Eheims on suspicion of having 
been in communication with the 
enemy, and it was only on a personal 
appeal to the Emperor by a press 
colleague that his release was or- 
dered. After that he was one of 
the last to re-enter Paris before it 
was invested by the German forces, 
and while contributing continuous 
letters by balloon-post suffered all 
the privations of the siege in the 
beleaguered city. He has since 
been through a couple of campaigns 
with the Carlists in Biscaya, was 
present at the capture of Cartha- 
gena, described the coronation of 
the King of Norway, detailed the 
exhibits at the Vienna Exposition, 
chronicled the episodes of the 
famine in Bengal, and in addition 
to home work has been actively en- 
gaged more recently in Turkey and 
the East. His latest trips were to 
Malta and Cyprus, and a week 
after returning from the latter 
island he started for Canada, to 
give a narrative of the reception 
of the Marquis of Lome and the 
Princess Louise. Mr. O'Shea is 
the author of one or two serial 
novels, and several comediettas, 
besides many shorter sketches and 
stories which have appeared in 
different magazines. 

OSMAN PASHA (Ghazi), a 
Turkish general, bom at Tokat, m 
Asia Minor, in 1832. He began his 
education in the preparatory school 
in Constantinople, under the super- 
vision of his brother, Hussein Ef- 
fendi, who, at the time, was pro- 
'essor of Arabic at the institution. 
From the preparatory school Osman 
passed in due course into the mili- 
bary school, and quitting the latter 
In 1863 with very high certificates, 
once entered the army as a lieu- 
tenant; being appointed to the 
general staff in Shumla shortly 
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after the outhreah of the Crimean 
war. His gallantry in action, and 
general sokher-like qualities, led to 
his rapid advancement, and at the 
termination of the campaign he was 
appointed a captain in the Imperial 
Cuard at Constantinoj)le. Before 
long he was promoted to the rank 
of major, and, as such, took part in 
the fighting in Crete, from 1866 to 
1869. Returning to Constantinople 
after the suppression of the insur- 
rection in the island, he was pro- 
moted to the rank of colonel ; and 
on attaining the rank of brigadier- 
general he was appointed to the 
command of a division in the 5th 
Army Corps . In the Turko-Servian 
war Osman Pasha commanded the 
division of the Turkish army as- 
sembled at Widdin, and for his 
conduct in the campaign he was 
promoted, by an Imperial irade, to 
the rank of Muschir, or Pield-Mar- 
shal. When the war between Rus- 
sia and Turkey broke out he still 
remained at Widdin, but his com- 
mand was increased to sixty-eight 
battalions, sixteen squadrons, and 
174 guns; and it was with the 
greater part of this force that he 
appeared at Plevna in July, 1877, 
and turned the tide of war in favour 
of the Turks. He defended that 
place with such gallantry, that in 
October he received from the Sultan 
the title of "Ghazi,” or '^Yicto- 
riouB,” and the decoration of the 
Osmani^ in brilHants. At last Pie vna 
surrendered (Deo. 10, 1877), rfter 
Osman had made a desperate at- 
tempt to break through the Rus- 
sian lines. Osman Ghazi Victorious 
surrendered unconditionally the 
gallant army with which he had 
held tHs famous stronghold for so 
long, with which he upset the whole 
Rupian plan of campaign, and with 
which he defeated, in three pitched 
battles, Russia's finest armies. Por 
some time Osman was a prisoner of 
war, but shortly after the conclu- 
sion of peace in March, 1878, he re- 
turned to Constantinople, and was 
appointed Commander-in-Chief of 


the Imperial Guard. On June 10 
ho was appointed Marshal of the 
Palace, at the same time retaining 
lus command of the army for the 
defence of Constantinople. He was 
next appointed Governor-General of 
the island of Crete. Ghazi Osman 
Pasha was appointed Minister of 
War in the administration formed 
in Dec., 1878, and he elaborated a 
plan for the radical reorganisation 
of the army. In a short time he 
acquired considerable influence over 
the mind of the Sultan. Being ac- 
cused by two mushirs, Puad and 
Nusrct, of maladministration, before 
the Sultan himself and the Council 
of Ministers, he -was successful in 
X^reventing the charges from being 
pressed (June, 1879). To his in- 
fluence, and that of the Sheikh-ul- 
Islam, was attributed the dismissal 
of the Grand- Vizier Khereddin 
Pasha. In July, 1880, his dismissal 
from the post of Minister of War 
was annoimced, but in Jan., 1881, 
he was again appointed to that office 
in the place of Hussein Huvni Pasha. 
After being for some time out of 
office, he once more, on Deo. 3, 1882, 
reassumed the Minister of War with 
the title of Seraskier. 

OSSORY, Bishop of. ( 8 ee 
Moban, De. ; Walsh, De.) 

O XT L E S S, Waltbr William, 
R.A., was born at 8t. Holier, Jersey, 
Sept. 21, 1848, and educated at Vic- 
toria College, in that island. He 
came to London in 1864, and was 
admitted a student of the Royal 
Academy in the following year. 
While there, he took a silver medal 
in the Antique School, and was an 
unsuccessful competitor for the His- 
torical gold medal. Mr. Ouless has 
been a constant exhibitor at Bur- 
lington House since 1869, and his 
first works were suWeot pictures, 
the principal being Home Again," 
and "An Incident in the French 
Revolution." In 1872, acting on 
the advice of Mr. Millais, he took 
to portrait-painting, and has since 
devoted himself almost exclusively 
to that branch of the profession. 
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He was elected an Associate of the 
Eoyal Academy Jan 2, 1877, and a 
Eoyal Academician May 5, 1881. 
He obtained the medal of the second 
class at the Pans International 
Exhibition of 1878 Among the 
portraits painted and exhibited by 
Mr Ouless, may be mentioned those 
of Lord Selborne, Mr. Charles Dar- 
win, P.E.S. ; the Bishop of London, 
Admiral Sir Alexander Milne, 
G-.C.B. , Miss Enth Bonverie, 1877, 
the late Mr. Enssell Gurney, M P., 
Eecorder of London, 1877, Lieut.- 
Col. Loyd Lindsay, 1S7S , Mr John 
Bright, M.P. , Sir Thomas Glad- 
stone ; the Eev. Dr. Bidding, head- 
master of Winchester College , and 
Mr. Edmund Yates, 1879 j His Emi- 
nence Cardinal Hewman and Mr. 
Justice Manisty, 1880, Mrs. But- 
terworth, 1881 j Gen. Sir P Eoberts, 
1882 j the late Bishop of Llandaff, 
and the Bishop of Norwich, 1883. 

OtrSBLEY, The Eev. Sir Pre- 
EERiCH Arthur Gore, Bart., is the 
only son of the late Eight Hon. 
Sir Gore Ouseley, P.E.S , of Hall 
Barn Park, Beaconsfield, Bucking- 
hamshire, (a learned Orientalist 
who was sometime ambassador at 
the courts of Persia and Eussia), 
by his marriage with Harriot Geor- 
gina, daughter of John Whitelooke, 
Esq. He was born in Grosvenor 
Square, London, Aug. 12, 1823. 
Prom early childhood he evmced 
great talent for music, and it is 
said that at the age of eight he 
composed an opera, LTsola disa- 
bitata.” He was educated pri- 
vately under Mr. Joyce, vicar of 
Dorking, and subsequently entered 
Christ Church, Oxford, as a gentle- 
man commoner (B.A., 1846 , M.A., 
1849). He had already succeeded 
to the baronetcy on the death of 
his father in 1844. Having been 
ordained deacon in 1849, he was 
nominated to the curacy of St. 
PauPs, Knightsbridge, principally 
serving the sister church of St* 
Barnabas, Pimlico, and living in 
the College attached to that church. 
He held iihe curacy till 1851;, and 


on the dispersion of the choir of 
St. Barnabas, he collected the 
scattered choristers, and estab- 
hshed this little colony, with him- 
self at its head, at Lovehill House, 
near Langley Marish, Bucking- 
hamshire. Afterwards he erected, 
at his own cost and on his owm 
property, the beautiful church of 
St. Michael and All Angels, at the 
Old Wood, near Tenbury. Sir 
Frederick was appointed its first 
vicar (1856), and, afterwards, the 
choristers having been removed 
from Langley, he became Warden 
of St MichaePs College, Tenbury. 
He was the principal founder of 
this establishment, the object of 
which is the education of boys in 
music, the classical languages, and 
general knowledge. A sufficient 
number of voices is thus provided 
for the performance of daily choral 
service in the church. The cho- 
risters are the sons of gentlemen, 
with a special preference for the 
sons of the clergy. The eight 
seniors receive gratuitously an ex- 
cellent classical education, and the 
eight juniors, who pay a small 
amount annually, succeed to the 
benefits enjoyed by the seniors, as 
vacancies occur. A few other boys 
are admitted to the school on higher 
terms. In the Warden's house Sir 
Frederick Ouseley has formed a 
musical library, wliich is acknow- 
ledged to be the most valuable and 
extensive private, collection in the 
kingdom. It contains nearly 2000 
volumes, mostly rare full scores 
and treatises. In 1850 Sir Frede- 
rick took the degree of Bachelor of 
Music at Oxford, his “exercise" 
being a cantata, “ The Lord is the 
true God ; " and in 1854 he pro- 
ceeded to the higher grade of 
Doctor of Music, for which his ora- 
torio, “ St. Polycarp " was com- 
posed and performed. He took 
priest's orders in 1866, and in the 
same year was appointed Precentor 
of Hereford Cathedral. At the 
close of that year he was nominated 
Professor of Music in the Uni- 
3 I 2 
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versity of Oxford^ in succession to 
the late Sir Henry E Bishop As 
a composer^ he is chiefly known by 
his works for the Church. He has 
composed eleven services j has pub- 
lished over seventy anthems^ of 
which the best known is, ^^How 
goodly are thy tents, 0 Israel 
and has edited the sacred works of 
Orlando Gibbons. His treatises on 
“Harmony,"" 1869 •, and on “Counter- 
point and Fugue,"" 1869, are stan- 
dard works. His “ Treatise on 
Musical Form and General Com- 
position"" IB also a valuable con- 
tribution to musical literature. He 
edited a collection of “Cathedral 
Services,"" 1853; and, in conjunc- 
tion with Dr. Monk, “Anglican 
Psalter Chants,"" 1872. He is a 
member of the Convocation of the 
Province of Canterbury, having- 
been Proctor for the Chapter of 
Hereford since 1868. 

OVERALL, William Henry, 
F.S A., was born Jan. 18, 1829, 
at St. John’s Wood, was educated 
at a private school, and subse- 
quently became one of the early 
students of the City of London 
College, when held at Crosby Hall, 
Bishopsgate. He entered the Town 
Clerk’s Ofllce, Guildhall, in 1847, 
was appointed Sub-Librarian to 
the Corporation of London in 1857, 
and Librarian in 1865. His first 
literary effort was a “Dictionary 
of Chronology, or Historical and 
Statistical Register,"" 1870 ; and, 
afterwards, he prepared “ Cata- 
logue of Sculpture, Paintings, and 
Engravings and other Works of 
Art belonging to the Corporation,"" 
2 vols. ; a “ Catalogue of the Books, 
Music, Pictures, and Prints in the 
Library of Gresham College,"" 1872 ; 
“A Critical and Historical Account 
of the Earliest Known Survey of 
the City of London,"" by Ralph 
Agas, taken about 1560 (published 
in 1874); “The Accounts of the 
Churchwardens of the Parish of St. 
Michael, Cornhill, with Memoranda 
from the Great Book of Accounts, 
from 1456 - 1608 ;"" “ A Catalogue 


of the Library and Museum of 
Horological Specimens belonging 
to the Clockiiicikers Company of 
London."" 1875 , “ A Catalogue of 
Books, Manuscripts, and Letters 
belonging to the Dutch Church, 
Austin Friars,"" 1879 , “ A His- 
tory of the Clockmakors" Com-

1881 ; and, in conjunction with 
his cousin, Mr. H. C. Overall, he 
compiled an analytical index to the 
scries of records belonging to the 
Corporation of London, known as 
“The Remembrancia,’" 1579-1664, 
with biographical and liistoncal 
notes, besides making an exhaus- 
tive report, describing the nature 
of the civic records generally. His 
“Catalogue of the Topographical 
Prints and Drawings of London 
and Westminster,"" exhibited by 
Mr. J. E. Gardner, F S.A., at the 
opening of the present library, is 
held in high esteem. As curator 
of the Museum, ho has recently 
re-arranged the local antiquities 
preserved by the Corporation, and 
is now engaged in compiling a now 
classified catalogue of the Library. 

OWEN. Sib Francis Philip 
CUNLIFFE-. (See CuNLIFinE-OWEN ) 

OWEN, Richard, C.B., M.D., 
D.C.L., LL.D., F.R.S, the cele- 
brated comparative anatomist, is 
tlie youngest son of Richard Owen, 
Esq., of Fulmer Place, Bucks, and 
was born at Lancaster, July 20, 
1804. Ho studied in the grammar 
school of his native town, where he 
was contemporary with the late Dr. 
Whewell. In 1821 he matriculated 
at the University of Edinburgh, 
where he attended the anatomical 
lectures of Dr. Barclay. He also 
attended for a considerable time 
the schools of medicine in Paris. 
He became a member of the Royal 
College of Surgeons of London in 
1826, and commenced life as a 
general practitioner in Serle Street, 
Lincoln’s Inn Fields, hut his sub- 
sequent appointment, on Dr. Aher- 
nethy"s recommendation, to the 
post of Assistant Curator of the 
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Hunterian Museum, led him to de- 
vote his attention exclusively to 
the study of comparative anatomy. 
In 1834 he was appointed to the 
Chair of Comparative Anatomy at 
St. Bartholomew’s Hospital, and 
soon afterwards he married the 
only daughter of his colleague, Mr. 
William Clift, Curator of the Hun- 
terian Museum. In 1836 he suc- 
ceeded Sir Charles Bell as Professor 
of Anatomy and Physiology in the 
College of Surgeons, being ap- 
pomted by the College in the same 
year as the first Hunterian Profes- 
sor. He was an active member of 
the Commission of Inquiry into the 
Health of Towns, as well as of the 
Metropolis, which resulted in the 
appomtment of a Sanitary Commis- 
sion, and of the Commission of In- 
quiry into Smithfield Market ; and 
it is to his persevering endeavours 
in making known the evils of the 
latter that the public are mainly 
indebted for the abolition of the 
nuisance. Professor Owen also 
took part in the organisation of the 
Great Exhibition of 1851, served as 
president of one of the juries, at 
the request of the G-ovemment went 
to Pans, and was president of the 
jury of the same class of objects in 
the '^Universal Exhibition” of 
1856, and received the Cross of the 
Legion of Honour Professor 
Owen’s connection with the College 
of Surgeons ceased in 1856, on his 
bemg appointed Superintendent of 
the Natural History Departments 
(Zoology, G-eology, Mineralogy) in 
the Bntish Museum. He has ad- 
vocated the provision of adequate 
gallenes for the exposition of these 
collections in his '^Discourse on 
the Extent and Aims of a National 
Museum of Natural History.” For 
some years he was Lecturer on 
PalflBontology in the Government 
School of Mmes, Jermyn Street, 
and EuUerian Professor of Physio- 
logy in the Eoyal Institution of 
Great Britain, but was compelled, 
on account of failing health, to re- 
sign these offices. He has been 


honoured, by command of Her 
Majesty, to deliver courses of lec- 
tures to the Royal Family at Buck- 
ingham Palace and Windsor Castle, 
and a residence in Richmond Park 
has been assigned to him Among 
the first great works which he un- 
dertook were the Descriptive and 
Illustrated Catalogue of the Speci- 
mens of Physiology and Compara- 
tive Anatomy the " Catalogue of 
the Natural History,” that of the 

Osteology,” and that of the 
"Fossil Organic Remains,” pre- 
served in the Museum of the Royal 
College of Surgeons. Discerning 
in a fragment of fossil bone from 
New Zealand, submatted to him in 
1839, evidence of a bird more gigan- 
tic than the ostrich. Professor Owen 
published an account of it ; trans- 
mitted copies to New Zealand, and 
obtained evidence in confirmation 
and extension of his idea, which 
occupies many successive parts of 
the "Transactions” of the Zoologi- 
cal Society. In that for 1856 he 
propounds his theory of the extinc- 
tion of species on the principle of 
the " contest of existence ” through 
the operation of extraneous influ- 
ences. The genera of birds thus 
lost by "natural rejection” are 
Dinornis, Ajptomis^ Notornis^ Chevni- 
ornis, &c. Concluding in the work 
" On the Nature of Limbs ” his re- 
searches on the unity of plan of 
animal organisation, the author is 
led to regard species as duo to 
secondary cause or law, continu- 
ously operating and producing 
them successively, but in a way 
unknown to him. Professor Owen 
has written amongst other works, 
" Memoir on the Pearly Nautilus,” 
1832 j "Odontography,” 1840; 

Memoir on a Gigantic Extinct 
Sloth,” 1842; "Lectures on the 
Comparative Anatomy of the In- 
vertebrate Animals,” 1843; "Lec- 
tures on the Comparative Anatomy 
of the Vertebrate Animals,” 1846 ; 
"History of British Fossils, Mam- 
mals, and Birds,” 1846 ; " On the 
Archetype and Homologies of 
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tile Vertebrate Skeleton,” 1818 ; 
On the Nature of Limbs,” 1810 ; 
On Parthenogenesis, or the Snc- 
cessive Production of Procieative 
Individuals from a single Ovum,” 
1849; "History of British Fossil 
Keptiles,” 1849-51 , "Principles of 
Comparative Osteology,” published 
in French at Paris in 1855, "On 
Palseontology,” and "On the Me- 
gatherium,” 1860 , " On the Aye- 
Aye ” (Chiromys), 1863 , " On the 
Gorilla,” 1865, "On the Dodo” 
and "On the Anatomy of Verte- 
brates,” 1866 , and the articles on 
Zoology, Comparative Anatomy, 
and Physiology, in " Brande's Dic- 
tionary of Science,” in which the 
article Species” contains the 
Professor's views of their nature 
and origin. His later researches 
have been on the extinct animals 
of our principal Colonies. In 1876 
his work on " The Fossil Eeptilia 
of South Africa,” with 70 plates, 
was published by the trustees of 
the British Museum. In 1877 Pro- 
fessor Owen brought out, at his 
own cost, a work "On the Fossil 
Mammals of Australia, and on the 
extinct Marsupials of England,” 
2 vole. 4to, with 132 plates and 
many woodcuts He is also the 
author of an enlarged work " On the 
extinct Wingless Birds of New Zea- 
land.” Professor Owen has com- 
municated numerous papers to the 
" Transactions ” of the Eoyal, 
Linnsean, Geological, Zoological, 
Cambridge Philosophical, Medico- 
Chirurgical, and Microscopical 
Societies, and has contributed some 
elaborate Peports, published in the 
" Transactions ” of the British As- 
sociation. He was one of the 
founders, and first President, of the 
Microscopical Society j is a Fellow 
or Associate of most of the learned 
societies or scientifilc academies at 
home and abroad; is a Chevalier of 
the Order of Merit of Prussia, and 
one of the eight Foreign Associates 
of the French Institute. He was 
created a Companion of the Bath, 
Tune 3, 1873 ; and in Jan., 1879, he 


was elected a foreign member of 
the Berlin Academy of Sciences 

OXENDEN, The PianT Eev. 
Ashton, D D., Primate and Metro- 
politan of Canada, was bom at 
Broome Park, near Canterbiuy, m 
1808, graduated B.A. at University 
College, Oxford, in 1831, and was 
ordained priest in 1834. From 
1818 to 1860 ho was rector of Pluck- 
ley- with-Pcvington, ill Kent. In 
1864 he became an Honorary Canon 
of Canterbury Cathedral. In 1869, 
having been elected by the synod, 
he was consecrated to the Metropo- 
litical See of Montreal, in virtue 
of which he became Pnmate of all 
Canada. He resigned his bishopric 
in April, 1878, feeling himself no 
longer equal to the fatigues of his 
diocese. In May, 1879, he was 
instituted to the vicarage of St. 
Stephen, near Canterbury Dr. 
Oxenden has written " Decision ; ” 
" Prayers for Private Dse ; " Ser- 
mons on the Christian Life;” 
"God's Message to the Poor,” 
" Baptism Simply Explained ; ” 
"The Lord's Supper Simply Ex- 
plained,” "Fervent Prayer ; ” "A 
Plain History of the Christian 
Church ; ” " The Pastoral OfGlce ; ” 
" The Pathway of Safety ; ” " Lec- 
tures on the Gospel ; ” " The Bar- 
ham Tracts , ” and many other works. 

OXENHAM, The Eev. Henry 
Nutcombe, M.A., was horn Nov. 16, 
1829, at Harrow, being the eldest 
son of the late Eev. WiUiam Oxen- 
ham, second master of Harrow 
School. He was educated at Har- 
row, and at Balliol College, Oxford, 
where he obtained an open scholar- 
ship, and took his B.A. degree (2nd 
class in classics) in 1850 ; and that 
of M.A in 1854. He became Curate 
of Downinghall, Bucks, in 1854, 
of St. Bartholomew's, Cripplegate, 
in 1856 ; joined the Eoman Catho- 
lic Church in 1867 ; was for a time 
a member of the London Oratory, 
and was afterwards successively 
Professor at St. Edmund's College, 
Ware, and Master at the Oratory 
School, Birmingham. He has pub- 
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lishedj besides separate sermons^ 
tracts, pamphlets, and articles in the 
Udinburgh Review , Contemporary ^ 
Corn'hilli Gentleman’s Magazine, 
Church Quarterly, Rambler, Saturday 
Review, Academy, and other periodi- 
caJs , " Poems,^" 1854, 3rd ed., 1871 j 
'^Church Parties,” 1857; '^Catho- 
lic Doctrine of the Atonement,” 
1865, 3rd ed., revised and enlarged, 
1881 ; " First Age of the Church,” 
translated from the G-erman of J. I. 
DoUinger, 1866, 3rd ed., 1877, 
" Letter to Father Lockhart on Dr 
Pusey's Eirenicon,” 1866, 2nd ed., 
1871 ; ‘'Lectures on Reunion of the 
Churches,” translated, with pre- 
face, from the German of J. I.

PAGET, The Rioht Hon. Sir 
A uGursTTJs Berkeley, G.C.B., 
fourth son of the late Right Hon. 
Sir Arthur Paget, G.C.B., was bom 
in 1823, and, after serving for some 
time in the General Post Office and 
the Audit Office, was appointed to 
a clerkship in the Foreign Office 
in 1841. He became precis writer 
to the late Earl of Aberdeen in 
Feb., 1846 ; attach^ to the embassy 
at Paris in June the same year; 
and Secretary of Legation at Athens 
in Feb., 1852. After filling diplo- 
matic offices in Egypt, Holland, 
and other countries, he was on 
several occasions Charg5 d' Affaires 


at Lisbon , was nominated Envoy 
Extraordinary and Minister Pleni- 
potentiary to Saxony in Dec ,1858; 
to Sweden and Norway in June, 
1859 ; to Denmark in July, 1859 ; 
to Portugal in 1866 ; and to Italy 
in July, 1867. He was created a 
civil Knight Commander of the 
Bath in 1863. In March, 1876, he 
was nominated Ambassador to 
Italy, and shortly afterwards he 
was sworn of the Privy Council 
(July 21) . He was created a G.C.B. 
Aug 21, 1883. 

PAGET, The Right Hon. Lord 
Clarence Edward, K.C.B., son of 
the first Marquis of Anglesey, K.G., 
by his second marriage, born June 
17, 1811, entered the navy at an 
early age, and saw some active ser- 
vice in the Baltic during the Cri- 
mean war. He was for some time 
secretary to his father when Master- 
General of the Ordnance, was ap- 
pointed Secretary to the Admiralty 
in Lord Palmerston^s second ad- 
ministration in 1859, and retired in 
May, 1866, in order to take tho 
command of the Mediterranean 
squadron. He attained fiag rank 
in 1858, and was made Yice- 
Admiral April 24, 1865. He was 
returned as one of the members in 
the Liberal interest for Sandwich, 
in Aug., 1847, did not present him- 
self for re-election in July, 1852, 
was re-elected for that borough in 
March, 1857, and resigned his seat 
on taking the command of the 
Mediterranean squadron in May, 
1866. He retired from the com- 
mand of the Mediterranean fleet in 
May, 1869. 

PAGET, George Edward, M.D., 
F.R.S., bom Deo. 22, 1809, at Yar- 
mouth, Norfolk, was educated at 
the Charterhouse, and at Caius 
College, Cambridge, where he gra- 
duated with high mathematical 
honours. He was elected a Fellow 
of Cams in 1832, and took his M.D. 
degree in 1838. He became a Fel- 
low of the Royal College of Physi 
cians, London, in 1889 ; Presiden- 
of the British Medical Assooiatiot 
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in 1864; Harveian Orator at the 
Eoyal College of Physicians in 

1866 , Hon. M.D. of Dublin in 

1867 , President of the General 
Council of Medical Education of 
the ITnited Kingdom in 1869; 
LL.D. of Durham in 1870 , LL.D. 
of Edinburgh m 1871 j D.C L 
Oson. in 1872 , Eegius Professor of 
Physio in the University of Cam- 
bridge, 1872 , and a EeUow of the 
Eoyal Society in 1873. In Oct., 
1882, he was elected to a profes- 
sional fellowship at Cains College. 
Dr. Paget is the author of nume- 
rous addresses, papers, &o , on 
medical subjects. 

PAGET, Sib James, Bart., F.E.S , 
D C L. Oxon., an eminent surgeon, 
son of a merchant, was born at 
Great Yarmouth, in 1814, became a 
member of the Eoyal College of 
Surgeons in 1836, and an honorary 
Eehow in 1843 . He is Sergeant-Sur- 
geon Extraordinary to the Queen, 
Surgeon to the Prince of Wales, 
and Consulting-Surgeon to St. Bar- 
tholomew’s Hospital. Sir James 
Paget, who is a member of the 
Senate of the University of London, 
and of the Council of the College 
of Sui’geons, is the author of the 

Pathological Catalogue of the 
Bluseum of the College of Sur- 
geons ; ” Report on the Results of 
the Use of the Microscope," pub- 
lished in 1842 ; and “ Lectures on 
Surgical Pathology," in 1853, 1863, 
and 1868 ; and has been an exten- 
sive contributor to the "Transac- 
tions" of the Royal and other 
learned societies. He was created 
a, baronet in Aug. 1871, and m the 
same month the honorary degree 
of LL.D. was conferred on him by 
the University of Edinburgh. He 
has been President of the College of 
Surgeons since July, 1875. He was 
a member of the Royal Commission 
appointed in 1881 to inquire into 
the condition of the London hos- 
pitals for smallpox and fever cases, 
and into the means of prevent- 
ing the spread of infection. Sir 
James Paget was one of the scien- 


tific celebrities who received an 
honorary degree at the Jubilee 
(1882) in commemoration of the 
300th anniversary of the founding 
of the University of Wurzburg, 
PALEY, Ebbdebick Apthobp, 
M.A., eldest son of the late Rev. 
Edmund Paley, and grandson of the 
author of "The Evidences of Chris- 
tianity," born at Easingwold, near 
York, in 1816, was educated at 
Shrewsbury and St. John’s College, 
Cambridge, where he graduated 
B.A. in 1838, and M A. in 1842, and 
continued to reside till 184-6, when 
he left the university, owing to his 
having embraced the Roman Catho- 
lic faith He returned, however, 
in consequence of the partial 
removal of religious disabilities, 
and resided at Cambridge from 
1860 to 1874, when he accepted the 
appointment of Professor of Clas- 
sical Literature m the Catholic 
University College at Kensington, 
and shortly afterwards that of 
Classical Examiner to the Univer- 
sity of London. He edited at in- 
tervals the plays of JEschylus, with 
Latin notes and emendations, of 
which several were reprinted, and 
were afterwards revised and pub- 
lished in one volume, with English 
notes (now in its fourth edition), 
for the " Bibliotheca Classica." He 
also edited (in part for the same 
series) Sophocles, Euripides, Ovid’s 
Fasti, Propertius,Theooritus, Hesiod 
(all of which have been reprinted), 
Homer’s "Iliad," the "Peace," 
the " Acharnians," and the ‘ " Frogs ’’ 
of Aristophanes, Select Private 
Orations of Demosthenes, Select 
Epigrams of Martial, the greater 
part of the Greek tragedies, in the 
series "Cambridge Texts with 
Kotes," "Commentarius in JEschyli 
SchoLa Medicea," in which he 
showed that the Scholia represented 
a different and earlier recension of 
the text, and a critique on Professor 
McHaffey’s views of the origin of 
epic poetry in his History of Clas- 
sical Greek Literature, and an 
English translation of Schumann’s 
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work OIL tke AssemlDlies of the 
Athenians. He also published a 
translation, in English prose, of 
the plays of JEschylus (2nd edit 
1871), and of the odes of Pindar 
(1868), besides a verse translation 
of the fifth book of Propertius j and 
in G-reek philosophy, translations, 
with notes and introductions, of the 
Philebus and the Theaetetus of 
Plato, and of the fifth and tenth 
books of Aristotle^s Ethics. Among 
his minor works are two volumes 
of sayings and anecdotes from the 
Greek prose writers, entitled Greek 
Wit,'^ a pamphlet on "Religious 
Tests and National Universities,^^ 
another on " The Proposed Changes 
in the Classical Tripos,” a transla- 
tion of Milton's Lycidas into Latin 
hexameter verse, several contribu- 
tions to the " Transactions ” of the 
Cambridge Philosophical Society, 
and the Journal of Philology , many 
articles and classical reviews in 
various quarterly and other periodi- 
cals, two Latin pamphlets, "Ho- 
merusPericlis astate quinam habitus 
sit, qugsritur," and "Homeri qu8E3 
nxmo extant in reliqius oycli car- 
minibus antiquiora jure habita 
smt,” and an essay on "Quintus 
Smymaeus and the 'Homer' of the 
Tragic Poets,” the object of the two 
last being to call in question the 
alleged antiquity of our existing 
Homeric texts, which he considers 
to have been extensively remodelled 
and enlarged by rhapsodists of the 
age of Pericles. In confirmation of 
this view he pointed out in separate 
publications, "On Post-Epic or 
Imitative Words in Homer,” and 
"Bibliographia Grseca, an Inquiry 
into the Date and Origin of Book- 
writing among the Greeks,” first, 
that om: present texts of Homer are 
an artificial language, full of com- 
parative modermsms ; secondly, that 
the multiplying copies of books by 
transcription was very much later 
than was commonly believed with- 
out any evidence. He also pub- 
lished, for the Cambridge Philolo- 
gioal Society, a ooUation of a MS. 


of the 14th century, with the text 
of the "De Falsa Legatione” of 
Demosthenes. Mr. Paley has twice 
held the office of Classical Examiner 
in the University of London, twice 
for the Classical Tripos at Cam- 
bridge, and has acted several times 
m that capacity for the Civil Ser- 
vice Commission. He was one of 
the original and most energetic mem- 
bers of the Cambridge Camden 
Society, and as its secretary for 
several years took an active part in 
the general movement then com- 
mencing for the restoration of parish 
churches, and the improvement of 
church architecture. In further- 
ance of these views, he wrote, in 
addition to many contributions to 
the Ecclesiologist and other serials, 
an introduction to " Illustrations of 
Baptismal Fonts,” “The Church 
Restorers, a Tale,” “Ecclesiolo- 
gists' Guide to Churches near 
Cambridge,” published in 1844; 
“Manual of Gothic Architecture,” 
in 1846; “Manual of Gothic Mould- 
ings in 1847 (foui’th edit 1877) “Re- 
marks on the Architecture of 
Peterborough Cathedral” (2nd edit. 
1856) ; “Architectural Notes on 
Cartmel Priory Church ” (2nd edit. 
1872) ; and “ Notes on Twenty 
Parish Churches round Peterbo- 
rough,” in 1860 He made some 
contributions to botany in “ A Few 
Words on Wheat-ears,” “The Flora 
of Dover,” and “The Flora of Peter- 
borough,” with introductions. 

PALGRAVE, Fbancis Turner, 
eldest son of the late Sir Francis 
Palgrave, born Sept. 28, 1824, was 
educated at the Charterhouse and 
at Balliol College, Oxford, of which 
he was scholar, and where he took 
his degree of M. A., and was elected 
to a Fellowship at Exeter College. 
He was for five years Vice-Principal 
of the Training College for School- 
masters at Kneller Hall, was after- 
wards appointed to the post in the 
educational department of the 
Privy Council, and for some years 
was private secretary to Earl Gran- 
ville. He has published “Idylls 
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and Songs/' 1864 ; The Golden 
Treasury of English Songs/' 1861 , 
'^Art Catalogue of the Great Ex- 
hibition of 1862;" “Essays on 
Art/' 1866 ; and a life of Sir Walter 
Scott, preyed to the Globe edition 
of his poems, 1867. His more re- 
cent works are — “Hymns," 1867; 
2nd edit., enlarged, 1868 ; “ The 
Five Days' Entertainments at 
Wentworth Grange," 1868 ; the 
text illustrative of “ Gems of Eng- 
lish Art in this country : Twenty- 
four Pictures from National Col- 
lections, printed in colours by 
Leighton Brothers," 1869 ; and 
“Lyrical Poems," 1871, He also 
edited “ Chrysomela : a selection 
from the Lyrical Poems of Robert 
Herrick," 1877. Mr. Palgrave was 
created an honorary LL D. of Edin- 
burgh in 1878. 

PALGRAYE, William Gifpord, 
son of the late Sir Francis Palgrave, 
was born in Westminster Jan. 24, 
1826, and received his education at 
the Charterhouse. He was Captain 
and Gold Medallist of his year, 
and obtained a scholarship at 
Trinity College, Oxford, where he 
graduated B.A. in 1846, taking a 
first class in classics, and a second 
class in mathematics. The follow- 
ing year he was appointed a second 
lieutenant in the 8th Bombay Na- 
tive Infantry. After a short period 
of service, he became connected 
with the Order of the Jesuits, and 
in due course he was admitted to 
the priesthood. During his en- 
gagement with the French and 
It^an branches of the Society of 
Jesus he resided in Southern India 
till 1863 ; at Rome till the autumn, 
of 1855 ; and subsequently in Syria 
and Palestine, where he was ac- 
tively employed in the interests of 
the Order till 1860, by which time 
he had acquired a complete mas- 
tery of the Arabic language, both 
literary and vernacular. In his 
“ Lectures on the Massacres of the 
Christians in Syria," delivered in 
Ireland in 1861, he describes him- 
self as “a poor missionary for 


fifteen years," and he remarks, “ I 
have myself been a witness of 
horrors and desolations that chill 
the very blood to read of ; I saw 
them with my own eyes, heard 
them with my own ears, and only 
escaped through the Providence of 
God from being among the num- 
ber of the victims." Mr. Palgrave 
was summoned to France in the 
summer of 1860 by Napoleon III , 
to give an account of the Syrian 
disturbances and massacres, and 
he returned to Syria in 1861, 
charged with the task of exploring 
Central and Eastern Arabia in the 
service of the Emperor. This he 
accomplished in the years 1862 and 
1863, traversing the entire Wa- 
habe kingdom, and subsequently 
the provinces adjacent to the Per- 
sian Gulf and Indian Ocean Du- 
ring his prolonged and varied 
residence and journeys in Syria, 
Mesopotamia, Arabia, Egypt, and 
other regions of the Ottoman East, 
he acquired such a familiarity with 
Arabic and the Arabs, that he was 
looked on by the latter as one of 
their own leaders and Sheyhks ; 
and on several occasions acted as 
“ Imam " and Khutub " in their 
mosques. Mr. Palgrave, having 
obtained the permission of the 
French Emperor, published a work 
of great merit, entitled “ Narrative 
of a Year's Journey through Cen- 
tral and Eastern Arabia (1862-63)," 
2 vols., London, 1865, which has 
been translated into French by M. 
E. Jonveaux. In the preface the 
author thus describes the object of 
his journey : — '^The hope of doing 
something towar.ds the permanent 
social good of those wide regions ; 
the desire of bringing the stagnant 
waters of Eastern life into contact 
with the quickening stream of 
European progress ; perhaps a na-' 
tural curiosity to know the yet un- 
known, and the restlessness of 
enterprise not rare in Englishmen : 
these were the principal motives. 
The author may add that at the 
time of the undertaking, he was in 
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connection with the Order of the 
JesnitS;, an Order well known in the 
annals of philanthropic daring ,* he 
has also gratefully to acknowledge 
that the necessary funds were fur- 
nished by the liberality of the pre- 
sent Emperor of the Erenoh.” 
The reserve necessai’ily maintained 
by the author respecting the pre- 
cise object of his wanderings 
tended to increase the interest of 
the public in this remarkable publi- 
cation Having at last returned to 
England^ Mr. Palgrave was, after 
some further stay in Prance and 
Grermany, sent out by the English 
Government on special service for 
the release of Consul Cameron and 
the other prisoners in Abyssinia, in 
July, 1865, and remained in Egypt, 
by order, till June, 1866, when he 
returned to England. He was ap- 
pointed Consul at Soukhoum-Kale 
July 23, 1866, at Trebizond May 20, 
1867, at the Island of St. Thomas, 
Feb. 19, 1873, and at Manila (Phi- 
lippine Islands), April 3, 1876 j and 
Consul-General in the Principality 
of Bulgaria, Sept 23, 1878. In 
Jan. 1880 he was appointed Consul- 
General in Siam, to reside at Bang- 
kok. His more recent works are : — 
"'Essays on Eastern Questions,^' 
1872 j "Hermann Agha: an East- 
ern Narrative,^' a novel in 2 vols., 
1872, and " Dutch Guiana,” an ac- 
count of a fortnight^s stay there, 
1876. Mr. Palgrave is a Fellow 
of the Eoyal Geographical and the 
Eoyal Asiatic Societies, and an 
honorary member of several for- 
eign scientific institutions. 

PALLES, Thk PiaHT Hon, Chbis- 
TOPHBB, Lt.D„ a member of an 
old Boman Catholic family, which 
has been settled in Ireland since the 
fifteenth century, is the second son 
of Mr. Andrew Christopher Palles, of 
Mount Palles, co, Cavan, by Eleanor, 
eldest daughter of Mr. Matthew 
James Plunkett, of St. Margaret^s, 
co. Dublin, and was bom in 1831. 
He was educated at Trinity College, 
Dublin, where he took his Bache- 
or's degree in 1862, and was called 


to the Irish bar in the following 
year. He attained a very high 
position at the Irish Chancery bar, 
at an age almost entirely unprece- 
dented. Almost without an interval 
after his call he sprang mto emi- 
nence as a Chancery advocate. As 
a junior he enjoyed a very extensive 
common law practice, but on ob- 
taining a silk gown (which fell to 
his lot in 1865), he devoted himself 
almost entirely to practice in the 
Equity courts, going into the com- 
mon law courts only on special 
occasions Perhaps the most bril- 
liant specimen of his advocacy was 
his argument in the cause cdebre of 
"Oroker v. Croker,” before the 
Court of Chancery Appeal. He 
took the degree of LL.D. at Dublin 
in 1866. Dr. Palles was appointed 
Solicitor-General for Ireland under 
Mr. Gladstone's admmistration on 
the promotion of Mr. Dowse to the 
Attorney-Generalship for Ireland. 
On Mr. Dowse being elevated to 
the judicial bench in Nov., 1872, 
Dr. Palles succeeded to the latter 
office, which he held until the de- 
feat of the Liberal party at the 
general election of 1874. Just before 
Mr. Gladstone's resignation. Dr. 
Palles was appointed Chief Baron 
of the Court of Exchequer in Ire- 
land, Feb. 16, 1874. 

PALLISER, John, eldest son of 
the late Lieut.-Col. Wray Palliser, 
of Comragh, Waterford, bom in 
1817, has taken an active interest 
in the progress of geographical 
science and exploration. He ex- 
^ored a large portion of the " Far 
West” region of America to the 
shores of the Pacific, and under a 
commission from the Government, 
in 1857-60, topographically deter- 
mined the British North American 
international boundary-line from 
Lake Superior in Canada, across 
the mam chain of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, and thence to the sea-coast 
or Cascade Range. Parliamentary 
papers reporting the progress of 
the explorations were published in 
1869, and the detailed journal of 
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the British North American Ex- 
ploring Expedition^ containing re- 
ports upon the geography, agricul- 
tural resources, and commercial 
capabilities of Western America, 
was i)resented by him to her Ma- 
jesty's G-ovemment, and appeared 
in 1861. Mr. Palliser in early life 
passed much tune and acquired 
some experience among the Indians 
of the northern woods and western 
prairies, and some of the results of 
Ins American experiences are re- 
corded in "The Solitary Hunter, 
or Sportmg Adventures in the 
Prairies," pubhshed in 1853. The 
authorities at the Colonial Office 
were induced, on account of Mr. 
Palliser's previous experience of 
Indian life and character, to^ place 
the expedition of 1856-7, which he 
had formed for the purpose re- 
quired, under his command. Mr. 
Palliser is a magistrate, and has 
served as High Sheriff for the 
county of Waterford, 

PALMEB, The Eev. Ohables 
Eerrbrs (Eaymtjnd), second son of 
Shirley Palmer, M D. (well known 
as a medical writer), was born at 
Tam worth, Staffordshire, in 1819, 
and educated at the Free Grammar 
School of that town, and at the 
Queen's College of Medicine, Bir- 
mingham He practised as a sur- 
geon m his native town for some 
years, and in 1853 joming the Do- 
minican order, took orders in 1859 
in the Eoman Catholic Church, 
which he had entered in 184’2. 
Father Raymund Palmer is em- 
ployed m antiq^rarian researches, 
chiefly relating to the history of 
his order in England, now being 
published in antiquarian journals. 
He has published " The History of 
the Town and Castle of Tamworth, 
in the Counties of Stafford and 
Warwick,” in 1845 ; Life of Beato 
Angelico da Fiesole, of the Order 
of Friar Preachers," a translation 
from the French of E. Cartier, 
with notes, in 1865 j " The Domini- 
can Tertiar/s Guide,” to which Fr. , 
E. Eodolph Suffield also attached | 


his name, 1866 (2nd edit., 1868): 
" The Life of Philip Thomas Howard, 
O P., Cardinal of Norfolk, Grand 
Almoner to Catherine of Braganza, 
Queen-Consort of King Charles II." 
&c., with a Sketch of the Else, 
Mission, and Influence of the Do- 
minican Order, and of its Early 
History in England,'’ in 1867 , "The 
History and Antiquities of the Col- 
legiate Church of Tamworth, in the 
County of Stafford,” in 1871 , "The 
History of the Baronial Family of 
Marmion,” in 1875 , and anonymous 
contributions to various periodicals, 
chiefly on antiquarian and historical 
subjects His manuscript collection 
of documents concerning Tamworth, 
111 1< vols., is now in the British 
Museum 

PALMER, The Ven. Edwin, 
D.D., is the fourth and youngest 
son of the late Eev. William Jocelyn 
Palmer, vicar of Mixbury, Oxford- 
shire, where he was born, July 18, 
1821- , and brother of Lord Sclborne 
From the Charterhouse he pi oceeded 
to the University of Oxford, was 
elected to a scholarship at Balliol 
College in 1811, and obtained the 
Hertford and Ireland University 
Scholarships and the Chancellor's 
Prize for Latin verse. He held a 
Fellowship at Balliol College from 
Nov. 29, 1815, till Sept. 19, 1867, 
acted as classical lecturer in the 
College for ten years, and as tutor 
for four. Ho was appointed Corpus 
Professor of the Latin Language 
and Literature in the University 
of Oxford, Feb. 26, 1870, in the 
room of the late Professor Coning- 
ton. In Jan., 1878, he was ap- 
pointed to the Archdeaconry of 
Oxford, rendered vacant by the 
death of the Ven. Charles Gierke ; 
and in the same year (May 7) he 
was created D.D. In the same 
year he retired from the Corpus 
professorship of Latin. 

PARDON, GEonaE Fbedebiok, 
descended from an ancient Cornish 
family, was bom in London in 1824. 
He was educated at a private school, 
and at the age of fifteen went to 
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Stevens & Pardon's, Bell Yard, 
Temple Bar, to learn the art of 
printing. Mr. Herand was then 
editing the Old Monthly, and the 
Bunleam, and in those magazines 
Mr. Pardon made his first literary 
efforts Prom that time to the 
present he has been occupied as 
essayist, versifier, sub-editor, and 
editor. In 184d-2, he sub-edited 
and published the :Evening Star, 
and became intimate with most of 
the then radical leaders and writers. 
Prom 1847 to 1850 he edited The 
Peoiple^s and Eowitfs Journal, and 
in the summer of the latter year 
joined the literary staff of John 
Cassell, as editor of the Working 
Man^s F'tiend, In 1851 he projected 
the Illustrated Fxhihiior, a weekly 
description of the Great !Exhibition, 
revived in 1862, and afterwards 
merged in the Magazine of Art. In 
1861 he also projected and carried 
into effect the Popular Educator, 
and Mr. Cassell’s entire educational 
scheme. In 1854-5 he was engaged 
as editor of the Family Fnend, and 
the Eome Companion, and assisted 
in laimohing Orr’s Circle of Sciences 
In 1861-2 he wrote for Messrs. 
Eoutledge a Guide to the Exhibition, 
the Popular Guide to London, and 
the numerous handbooks to chess, 
draughts, and card games, still 
published separately and as a 
volume — "Hoyle Modernised.” 
Since then he has contributed 
to and edited the Gentleman’s Jour- 
nal, Once a Week, the London Maga- 
zine, and other serials. For more 
than twenty years Mr Pardon has 
contributed to The Bookseller, and 
Bow Bells, and he is the author of 
"The Paces in the Pire,” "Caleb 
Worthington's Wish,” "Noble by 
Heritage,” and other works of fic- 
tion : in addition to " The Little 
Traveller,” " Parlour Pastimes,” 
and numerous books for boys. Un- 
der his pseudonym " Captain Craw- 
ley,” he has produced " The Billiard 
Book,” "Games for Gentlemen,” 
and some twenty other volumes 
descriptive of games, sportsi and 


pastimes, and for the last edition 
of the " Encyclopsedia Britannica,” 
he wrote the articles on Billiards 
and Bagatelle. Most of his Captain 
Crawley books have been repro- 
duced in America. In 1847, he 
married a relation of Sir W. Pago 
Wood, afterwards Lord Hatherley, 
and he has three sons, all of whom 
are engaged in literature and 
journalism. 

PAEIS (Comte db), Louis 
Albeet Philippe d'Obleans, son 
of the late Due d'Orleans, and 
grandson of the late Louis-Philippe, 
King of the French, born at Pans, 
Aug. 24, 1838, was only ten years 
of age when the revolution of Peb., 
1848, broke out, and, accompanied 
by his heroic mother, the late 
Duchess of Orleans, he witnessed 
the stormy scene in the French 
Chambers which followed that 
event He was educated at Clare- 
mont, in this country, by liis mother, 
who died there. May 18, 1858. In 
the autumn of 1861 the young 
Comte de Paris and his brother, 
the Due de Chartres, accompanied 
by their uncle, the Prince de Join- 
ville, proceeded to the United States, 
and on arriving at Washington 
were cordially welcomed by the 
Federal Government, and by Gen. 
McClellan, who proposed that the 
young princes should serve on his 
staff. The two brothers entered 
the service with the rank of Cap- 
tains of Volunteers, stipulating 
that they were to receive no pay, 
and that they should be free to re- 
sign their appointments whenever 
they might wish to do so. They 
served on Gen. McClellan's staff 
till the conclusion of the campaign 
in Virginia, and the consequent 
retreat of the army of the Potomac, 
in June, 1862, when they returned 
to Europe. The Comte de Paris 
married his cousin, the Princess 
Marie - Isabelle - Pran^oise d'Assise 
Antonia Louisa Fernanda, eldest 
daughter of the DuedeMontpensier, 
May 80, 1864, and has three chil- 
dren^ one SOB; Prince Louis Phi- 
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lippe Robert (born Feb. 6, 1869), 
and two daughters. At the close 
of the year 1871 the Comte de Pans 
was, after some delay, admitted a 
member of the National Assembly, 
at Versailles, under M. Thiers, Pre- 
sident of the French Republic ; 
and on Dec 21, 1872, the Assembly 
voted the restitution of the pro- 
perty of the Orleans family On 
Aug. 6, 1873, the Comte de Pans 
had the celebrated interview at 
Frohsdorf with the Comte de Cham- 
bord, whom he acknowledged as the 
head of the Royal House of France 
After the death of- the Comte de 
Chambord (Aug. 24!, 1883), the 
great ma 30 rity of the Legitimists 
acknowledged the Comte de Paris 
q.s his successor. A remarkable 
article, entitled L' Allemagne et 
ses Tendances NouveUes,” which 
appeared in the Revue des Deux 
Mondes, in Aug., 1867, and attracted 
considerable attention, is said to 
have been written by the Comte de 
Paris. He is also the author of 

Les Associations Ouvneres en 
Angleterre,’^ Paris, 1869, an English 
translation of which, by N. J. 
Senior, M.A., was published the 
same year at London, under the 
title of ‘■^The Trades Unions of 
England , and of " Histoire de la 
Q-uerre Civile en Am^rique/' vols. i. 
and ii., Paris, 1874. The fifth and 
sixth volumes of this work appeared 
in 1883. 

PARK, Edwasds Amasa, D.D., 
bom at Providence, Rhode Island, 
Dec. 29, 1808. He graduated at 
Brown University m 1826, and at 
Andover Theological Seminary in 
1831, and was pastor of a Congre- 
gational church at Brainiree, Mas- 
sachusetts, 1831-34, when he became 
Professor of Mental and Moral Phi- 
losophy at Amherst College, In 
1836 he became one of the Profes- 
sors in the Andover Theological 
Seminary, and has for many years 
been regarded as a representative 
of what is styled "New England 
Theology.” He has been one of 
the editors of the Bibliotheca Sacra 


from its establishment He has 
edited Selections from G-erman 
Literatu.re,^'' 1839 ; has contributed 
much to current theological htera- 
ture ; and has published, " The Rise 
of the Edwardean Theory of the 
Atonement,'’^ 1859 ; " Theology of 
the Intellect and the Feehngs,” 
1851 ; Hymns and Choirs,” 1861 ; 
and liif e of Leonard Woods,” 1880, 
PARKER, John Henry, C.B., 
F.S.A., keeper of the Ashmolean 
Museum, Hon. M.A., Oxford, son of 
Mr. John Parker, merchant, of Lon- 
don, born in 1806, was educated at 
Dr. Hornets school, at the Manor 
House, Chisv/ick, entered business 
as a bookseller in 1821, and suc- 
ceeded his uncle, Mr. Joseph Parker, 
at Oxford, in 1832. He has com- 
piled G-lossary of Architecture,” 
published in 1836 ; " Introduction 
to the Study of Gothic Architec- 
ture,” originally a series of ele- 
mentary lectures delivered to the 
junior members of the Oxford Ar- 
chitectural Society, in 1849, on the 
recommendation of the committee 
of that body, pubjished in 1849 i 
" Domestic Architecture of the 
Middle Ages,” of which the second 
volume. Isolating to the fourteenth 
century, appeared in 1853, and the 
third volume, relating to the fif- 
teenth century, in two parts, m 
1859 ; and edited the fifth edition 
of Rickman^s '"Gothic Architec- 
ture,” in 1848. He is also the 
author of "" The Archaeology of 
Rome,'^ 9 vols., 1874-7, and of seve- 
ral papers on mediaeval, architec- 
ture in the Archxologia, Archceolo^ 
gical JovuTifialy and Gentleman^s Ma- 
gazine. In a convocation of the 
University of Oxford, Nov. 26, 1869, 
a grant of J^200 was passed, to assist 
Mr Parker in the excavations which 
are being made at Rome under his 
directions, and a statute was pro- 
mulgated accepting a proposal made 
by the same gentleman for endow- 
ing the Keepership of the Ash- 
molean Museum with the annual 
sum of -6260 in addition to the pre- 
sent stipend, Mr. Parker hkns^ 
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being appointed the Eirst Keeper, 
tinder the new arrangement. He 
was nominated a Companion of the 
Bath (civil division) in Oct , IS'/l. 
He IS Vice-President of the Oxford 
Architectural Society, a member of 
the Society of Antiquaries of Nor- 
mandy, and of La Societe Pran- 
9 aise pour la Conservation des Mo- 
numents, and Vice-President of the 
British and American Archssologi- 
cal Society of Borne. 

PAEKES, Sin Harry Smith, 
G.C.M.O., K.C.B., is son of Harry 
Parkes, Esq., of Birchill's Hall, 
Staffordshire, where he was born in 
1828. He was educated at the City 
of London school. He entered the 
civil service of the Crown in 1852, 
being attached to the suite of Sir 
Henry Pottinger in China ; and he 
served in various consulates until 
1854, when he was nominated Consul 
at Amoy. He accompanied Sir J ohn 
Bowriag to Siam as Secretary, and 
came to England with the Siamese 
Treaty in 1865, returning with rati- 
fications the following year Prom 
1856 to 1858 he acted as Consul at 
Canton, and he was commissioner at 
Canton during the allied occupation, 
1858-61, being created a Companion 
of the Bath (1869) in recognition of 
his services. He served as joint 
Chinese Secretary to the Earl of 
Elgm in the expedition of 1860, and 
wMle engaged in negotiations under 
a flag of truce he was imprisoned and 
inhumanly treated by the Chinese. 
In 1862 he was appointed Consul at 
Shanghae, and promoted to the rank 
of K.C.B. In 1866 he was nominated 
Envoy-Extraordinary and Minister- 
Plenipotentiary and Consul-Q-eneral 
in Japan. In 1872 he came to Eng- 
land, but at the commencement of 
the following year he returned to 
Japan, being engaged to do his best 
to allay the difficulties which beset 
missionary work in that country, 
and being also charged with the 
negotiation of treaties between 
Japan and no fewer than thirteen 
European nations. He was created 
a Eni^t Grand Cross of the Order 


of SS. Michael and George in 1881; 
and in July 1883 he was appointed 
Envoy-Extraordinary and Minister- 
Plenipotentiary to the Emperor of 
China, and Chief Supermtendent of 
Bxutish Trade in Chma. 

PAEKES, The Hon. Sir Henry, 
K.C.M.G., is the son of Thomas 
Parkes, a Warwickshire farmer, and 
was born at Stoneleigh, in that 
county, in 1815. He spent some 
years of his early life in South 
Wales, and was afterwards appren- 
ticed to a mechanical trade in Bir- 
mingham, where he married. In 
1839 he emigrated to Sydney, in 
Australia, and appears to have en- 
gaged in the ordinary pursuits of 
labour in that colony. We find 
him in 1848 taking an active part 
in the election of Mr. Eobert Lowe 
(now Viscount Sherbrooke), as 
member of the local Legislature 
for the city of Sydney, and soon 
afterwards he established the Em- 
p%r6j a daily newspaper, which he 
conducted for seven years. In 
1864 Mr. Parkes was elected to 
the Legislative Council for Sydney, 
and he still sits for the metropolis 
in the Parliament of New South 
Wales. He accepted from the Go- 
vernment in 1861 the appointment 
of Commissioner for Emigration in 
England, and was in this country 
till the end of 1862. In January, 
1866, he took office as Colonial Sec- 
retary, and was the minister who 
passed the Public Schools Act of that 
year, which has been often spoken 
of as an admirable measure of popu- 
lar education- Mr. Parkes was Pre- 
sident of the Council of Education 
from January, 1867, until October, 
1870. In May, 1872, he was en- 
trusted by the Governor with the 
formation of a ministry, and he 
continued to hold office as Premier 
until February, 1875. Mr. Parkes 
received, in 1874, the gold medal of 
the Cobden Club for bis services in 
Australia to the cause of free trade 
during his administration* In 
March, 1877, he was commissioned 
by the Governor of New South 
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Wales to form an administration, 
and became Premier for the second 
tinie. Being defeated in the Legis- 
lative Assembly in Angnst, he ad- 
vised his Excellency to dissolve 
Parhament. His advice was ac- 
cepted on the condition that supply 
should be granted to cover the 
period of the general election. The 
ministry declined being parties to 
any condition whatever, and retired 
from office. Their successors ob- 
tained a dissolution, and were de- 
feated on the meetmg of the new 
Parliament. On their defeat Mr. 
Partes was again (in December, 
1877) requested to form a govern- 
ment. On this occasion, however, 
he returned his commission after a 
few days, finding that he could not 
construct a ministry which, in his 
judgment, would have sufficient 
strength to conduct affairs efficiently 
and satisfactorily. In Dec., 1878, 
Sir Henry Partes toot office as 
Premier for the third time, and is 
still in office, his present ministry 
haying been of longer duration than 
any other Australian Oovernment. 
During his present tenure of office 
he has passed a new education 
law, the '^Public Instruction Act 
of 1880,” which repeals the Act of 
1866, and extends its provisions 
more completely on a non-sectarian 
basis, creating a class of High 
Schools as well as Primary Schools, 
and placing the Education Depart- 
ment under a responsible minister. 
In Deo., 1881, Sir Henry Partes 
left Hew South Wales, under 
medical advice, on a short visit 
to America and Europe. On this 
occasion he was enterteined at a 
banquet by the two Houses of Parlia- 
ment, and also at a second banquet 
by the citizens of Sydney. In Eng- 
land Sir Henry Parkes received a 
marked welcome from all classes, and 
was honoured by the largest ban- 
quet ever given in connection with 
the Australasian Colonies, with the 
Duke of Edinburgh in the chair. 
In June, 1877, her Majesty con- 
ferred upon him the rank of Knight 


Commander of SS. Michael and 
George, and m 1882, King Humbert 
conferred upon him the dignity 
of Knight Commander of tbe Crown 
of Italy, in recognition of his ser- 
vices to a large number of the 
Italian emigrants who wont out to 
Hew Ireland, and who arrived ulti- 
mately in Sydney in a state of 
great distress. A volume of 
Speeches on various Occasions 
connected with the Public Affairs 
of Hew South Wales, 1848-74, by 
Henry Parkes, with an Introduction 
by David Blair,” was published at 
Melbourne in 1870. 

PARKIHSOH, JosicpH Chaeles, 
born in London in 1832, commenced 
active life in Somerset House (In- 
land Revenue Department), in 1855, 
after the Civil Service Commission 
had been established by order in 
Council. He published in 1859, 
Under Government,” the first 
complete guide to the various de- 
partments of the Civil Service. 
This work, which ran through 
many editions, was followed in 18G0 
by a handbook of " Government 
Examinations,” In 1864 Mr. Par- 
kinson's abilities as a journalist 
were recognized by the Daily Nem, 
which employed liim to report on 
the demeanour of the mob as- 
sembled to witness the execution 
of the five pirates of the Elowery 
Land (Feb. 23, 1864). His descrip- 
tion produced an effect similar to 
that of Charles Dickens's in the 
Times on the execution of the Man- 
nings, and was read to the House 
of Commons on the day of its pub- 
lication. Mr, Parkinson for the 
next ten years was one of the 
steadiest and most esteemed con- 
tributors to the Daily News, mainly 
on the abolition of public execu- 
tions, poor-law reform, and the 
preservation of commons. In con- 
junction with the Duke of West- 
minster, the Archbishop of York, 
the late Dr. Anstie and others, Mr. 
Parkinson worked by pen and speech 
to promote that rerorm in work- 
house infirmaries which culminated 
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IE Mr. Gathorne Hardy’s measure^ 
and when Mr. C. P. YiUiers’s House- 
less Poor Act was in danger of be- 
ing rendered inoperative by the 
policy of Boards of G-uardians, Mr. 
Parkinson devoted days and nights 
to examining individual cases of 
pauperism, and used the informa- 
tion thus acquired to expose and 
finally to abolish the abuses which 
formerly characterized the metro- 
politan poor-law. On these and 
kindred subjects Mr. Parkinson 
contributed to the Fortnightly Re- 
view under Mr. Gr. H. Lewes’ editor- 
ship. With equal energy and suc- 
cess he laboured to preserve the 
commons to the people and fol- 
lowed the Wimbledon Common and 
Epping Forest cases from their 
commencement to their happy ter- 
mination. In addition to his regu- 
lar work on the Daily News, as leader 
writer and special commissioner, 
Mr. Parkinson contributed largely 
and effectively to periodicals, 
weekly and monthly, including 
MousehoM Words and All the Year 
Round. In 1869 he visited Egypt 
as the guest of the Viceroy, and 
described the opening of the Suez 
Canal for the Daily News. He next 
went to India on a special mission 
for the Telegraphic authorities and 
returned in the Qreat Eastern in 
1870 With the Telegraphic expedi- 
tion, an account of which he has 
given in a volume entitled ''The 
Ocean Telepaph to India,” A 
collection of his fugitive papers, 
^'Places and People,” appeared 
about the same time. Mr. Parkin- 
. son has since withdrawn from 
literature as a profession, and is 
mow largely interested in the mine- 
ral wealth both of this country and 
of Nova Scotia. He is an active 
member of the Council of the Coal 
owners of South Wales. Though 
he has been invited to represent 
constituencies in parliament he has 
hitherto declined. He retains an 
active interest in our municipal in- 
stitutions, and revived in Hie City 
the Needlemakers’ Company, of 


which he is a past master. He 
holds high office in Freemasonry, 
in connection with which he has 
published a volume, entitled '' Shak- 
spere a Freemason.” In 1875 Mr. 
Parkinson was appointed a Justice 
of the Peace for the county of 
Monmouth; and in 1882 was ap- 
pointed a Deputy-Lieutenant for 
the same county. 

PARMA, Ex-Duke oe. (See 
Robert I.) 

PARNELL, Charles Stewart, 
M.P., was born in 1846, at Avon- 
dale, CO . W icklow. He is descended 
from an old English family that 
passed over from Congleton, Che- 
shire, to Ireland, and many of his 
ancestors have played prominent 
parts in history. Thomas PameU, 
the poet, was one of the family. 
Mr, Parnell’s great-grandfather, 
Sir John Parnell, held for many 
years the office of Chancellor of the 
Exchequer in the Irish Parliament, 
and resigned rather than vote for 
the Act of Union ; and Sir Henry 
Pai-nell, Sir John’s son, after many 
years* service in the House of Com- 
mons, was raised to the peerage as 
Lord Congleton in 1811. Mr. Par- 
nell, whose mother is a daughter of 
Admiral Charles Stewart, a cele- 
brated American naval officer, was 
educated at various private sclxools 
in England, and afterwards went to 
Magdalen College, Cambridge. After 
a tour of some duration in the 
United States, he returned to his 
home in Wicklow, and was High 
Sheriff of the county in 1874. He 
made his first attempt to enter public 
life in the same year, contesting the 
county of Dublin with the late Col. 
Taylor on the latter’s acceptance of 
office as Chancellor of the Duchy of 
Lancaster in the second adminis- 
tration of Lord Beaconsfield. He 
was defeated by an overwhelming 
majority, but in the following year 
—'1876— he was returned for the 
county of Meath, in succession to 
the late Mr. John Martin. For 
some time he took no prominen 
part in the proceedings of Parlia- 
3 K 
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mentj but during tbe Session of 
1876 he attracted_,some attention by 
engaging in one*or two prolonged 
and stubborn conflicts with the Q-o- 
vemment. In Feb.j 1877, he made 
his first appearance as a legislator, 
introducing The Irish Church Act 
Amendment Bill/^ the object of 
which was to facilitate the purchase 
of their holdings by the tenantry 
of bhe disestablished Irish Church , 
the biE was thrown out by 150 to 
110 votes. The introduction of the 
Prisons Bill by Sir Eichard (then 
Kr.) Cross, gave rise to the first real 
development of the principle of 
what was known as the active ” 
policy to the Irish, and the policy 
of "obstruction” to the English 
people. The various clauses of the 
measure were obstinately opposed,* 
and when attempts were made to 
force the bill through at a late 
hour, there were repeated motions 
for adjournment, A similar course 
was pursued on the Mutiny BiU, 
hostility being chiefly directed 
against the flogging clauses j and 
scenes of much passion and excite- 
ment frequently occurred, Mr. 
Courtney, Mr. E. Jenkins, and 
other Liberal members, were 
strongly opposed to the South 
Africa Bill, whidi authorised, 
among other things, the annexa- 
tion of the Transvaal, Mr Parnell 
joined in the attack upon the G-o- 
vernment; and, on the 31st July,’ 
the Blouse sat for 22 hours — ^from a 
quarter to four on a Tuesday till 
two in the afternoon of the follow- 
ing Wednesday. Mr. PameU came 
into serious collision in the course 
o*£ this Session, both with Sir Staf- 
ford Horthcote, the then leader of 
the House of Commons, and Mr. 
Butt, then leader of the Irish party 
Sir Stafford Northcote moved a re- 
solution on one occasion for Mr. 
PameE's suspension, which, after 
varying fortunes, had finally to be 
abandoned, in order to give way for 
some New Eules against olt^truc- 
tion” generally. Mr. Butt con- 
demned the policy of Mr. PameU, 


both by letters and speeches , but 
it soon became apparent that the 
action of the younger man was the 
more popular among the Irish 
people. In the beginning of 1878, 
Mr. Parnell was elected President, 
instead of Mr. Butt, of the Irish 
organisation in England, known as 
the Home Eule Confederation, and 
from this time forward Mr. Butt 
practically ceased to be the leader 
of the Irish party. The .sessions 
of 1878 and 1879 were practically a 
repetition of the proceedings of 
1877. In 1878, a committee was 
appointed to discuss the best 
means for putting down " ob- 
struction,” and Mr. Parnell was 
appointed a member, and took an 
active part in examining the various 
witnesses called. The hostility of 
Mr. PameU was chiefly directed in 
these years to the use of the lash ; 
and finally, in 1879, he succeeded 
in having it aboUshed. At the 
close of the session of 1879, Mr. 
ParneU entered upon a new and 
important epoch in his career. 
There had been a succession of 
three bad harvests in Ireland ; the 
country was threatened with deep 
and wide-spread distress ; and the 
time was ripe for starting a new 
movement for reform of the rela- 
tions between landlord and tenant. 
A meeting had been held in Irish- 
town, CO. Mayo, in the previous 
April, but it was not tiU June that 
Mr. PameU formally joined the 
new land movement. It was on 
this occasion that he uttered as the 
keynote of the coming struggle the 
words, " Keep a firm grip of your, 
homesteads.” On the 2lst of Oc^ 
tober following, the Irish Nationaf 
Land League” was founded, ana 
Mr. Parnell was elected the first 
President. The objects of the new 
organisation were declared to be 
"first, to bring about a reduction 
of rack-rents j secondly, to faciUtate 
the obtaining of the ownership of 
the^ soil by the occupiers.” In 
Bomber of the same year, he 
sailed for America, in order to raise 
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funds for the relief of the distress 
and for starting tlie new organisa- 
tion j lectured in a large number of 
towns, before several State Legis- 
latures, and finally before the House 
of Representatives at Washington. 
The honoui* of addressing the last 
assembly had previously been con- 
ferred upon but three persons — 
Lafayette, Bishop England, of 
Charleston, and Kossuth. Mean- 
time, Parliament was dissolved , 
Mr. Parnell hurried homo, took an 
active part in the general election, 
and was hiiuself elected for three 
constituencies — Meath, Mayo, and 
Cork city; he selected the last- 
named constituency. At the meet- 
ing of the new Irish party after 
the election, he was chosen loader 
of the Irish pai'ty instead of Mr. 
Shaw, who had succeeded Mr.^ Butt. 
Immediately after the meeting of 
the new Parliament, Mr. Parnell 
called for the immediate introduc- 
tion of a measure to deal with the 
Irish land question; and shortly 
after, the G-overnment brought in 
the Disturbance Bill, which, having 
been passed by the House of Com- 
mons, was afterwards rejected by 
the House of Lords. In the autumn 
of 1880 he took an active part in 
organising the Land League, which 
rapidly grew to be the most power- 
ful of modern Irish movements. 
In November of this year, infor- 
mations were laid by the Irish 
Attomey-Q-eneral against Mr^ Par- 
nell and several other members of 
the Land League executive ; the trial 
opened at Dublin on the 28th of De- 
cember, and finally, after nineteen 
days" hearing, ended in a disagree- 
ment of the jury. In the opening 
of the Session of 1881, the Govern- 
ment brought in a Coercion Bill, 
and to this measure, as well as to 
an Arms BiU, Mr. Parnell and his 
colleagues offered a fierce and ob- 
stinate opposition, prolonged over 
seven vv'eeks. There were many 
exciting and tumultuous scenes, and 
on the 3rd of February he and 34 of 
Ids followers were removed by the 
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sergoaut-ait-arms for causing ob- 
struction in the House of Commons. 
The Land Act having boon i>assed 
into law, Mr. Parnell presided at 
a Land League Convention, at 
which it was resolved that tho 

Act should bo tested "" by means 
of certain selected cases , he was pre- 
sent afterwards at several large 
Land League demonstrations ; and 
on the 13th of Oct he was arrested 
and conveyed to Kilmainhinu Gaol. 
The Government immediately after- 
wards proclaimed tho Land League 
as an illegal association, and Sir. 
Parnell and his colleagu(3s issued 
tho “’No Rent"" manifesto. Mr. 
Parnell remained in Kilmainham 
Gaol till April 10, JSHii, when he 
was released on parole in order to 
attend the funeral of a relative. 
On May 2nd following, he was for- 
mally released, as weJl as his col- 
leagues, Mr. John DiJlon, M.P., 
and Mr. OaCeBy, M.P. Th(‘ free- 
dom of the city had boon voted to 
Mr. Parnell during his imprison- 
ment by Dul>iin and other pln,eeN, 
and, on Jan. 3, 1882, he and Mr. 
Dillon attended in the City Hall, 
Dublin, to receive tho honour. In 
the session of 1882 ho took an 
active part in procuring tho passing 
of the Arreai’S Act, and of the 
J’ramways and Labourers Acts in 
the session of 1883. A national 
subscription to Mr. Parnell was 
'started in the spring of 1883. 

PARRY, The Right Rev. Ed- 
ward, D.D., Suffragtm Bishop of 
Dover, is the only surviving son of 
the late Rear-Admiral Sir Edward 
Parry, K.O.B.,tho well-known navi- 
gator and explorer of tho Arcticj 
regions. Ho was born at Govern- 
ment House, Sydney, Now South 
WaleSj in 1830, and, after a prelimi- 
nary training at Rugby School, 
entered Balliol College, Oxford, in 
1819, graduating B.A. (first-olas# 
in classics) in 1852, and M.A. in 
1855. From 1853 to 1856 he was 
tutor of Durham University. Ho 
was ordained deacon in 1864, priest 
in 1865, and in 1856 he held the 
8 k2 
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curacy of Sonning, Berkshire, under 
the Eev. Hugh Pearson. On the 
elevation of Dr. Tait to the see of 
London, at the close of that year, 
Mr. Parry became his domestic 
chapk^in, residing and working 
with his lordship for nearly three 
years. In the ten years which fol- 
lowed, from 1859 to 1869, he held 
the rectory of Acton, Middlesex, 
and took an active part in aU Lon- 
don diocesan matters. He was 
also rural dean of Ealing from 1863 
to 1869, when he was appointed 
ijL'chdeacon and Canon of Canter- 
bury. In 1870 he was appointed 
Bishop Suffragan of Dover, for the 
province of Canterbury, being con; 
secrated in the chapel of Lambeth 
Palace on March 25, under letters 
patent from the Queen and a com- 
mission from the Primate. It is 
worthy of note that he was the 
first Suffragan Bishop consecrated 
in the Anglican Church for 300 
years. In 1882 he was elected by 
the Australian bishops to the 
Bishopric of Sydney, as Metropoli- 
tan of Australia and Tasmania, but 
he declined the nomination. Bishop 
Parry has written memoirs of his 
father, a work which has passed 
through several editions , and 

Memorials of (his brother) Com- 
mander Charles Pany, E.H.,'^ 1870. 

PAESOlfS, Theophilus, LL.D., 
bom at Newburyport, Massachu- 
setts, May 17, 1797. He graduated 
at Harvard College in 1815, and 
after travelling in Europe, studied 
law and practised in Boston until 
1848, when he became Professor of 
Law in Harvard College He re- 
signed this position in 1870. He 
was a frequent contributor to the 
North American Review and other 
periodicals ; and was editor of 
the United States Literary Gazette. 
He has published several legal 
works of high character Among 
these are: "Treatise on the Law 
of Contracts,” 1853, 5th ed. 1864 ; 
"Elements of Mercantile Law,” 
1856 j " The Laws of Business,” 
1857? "Treatise on Maritime Law,” 


1859, "Memoir of Chief Justice 
Parsons,” his father, 1859 , " Trea- 
tise on the Law of Promissory 
Notes,” 1863 j " Laws of Partner- 
ship,” 1867 ; " Deus Homo,” 1869 , 
"Treatise on Marine Insurance,” 
1868 , " Legal Text-Book for Busi- 
ness Men,” 1869 , " The Infinite 
and the Finite,” 1872 , " The Eights 
of a Citizen of the United States,” 
1875, "The Mystery of Life,” 1879. 
He is a member of the " New Jeru- 
salem,” or Swedenborgian Church, 
of whose doctrines several of his 
works are in defence 
PAESONS, Thomas William, 
M.D., was born at Boston, Mass., 
Aug. 18, 1819. He was educated at 
the Boston grammar school, and in 
1836-37 travelled in Europe, re- 
maining for some time in Italy. 
Eeturning to America, he studied 
medicine at Harvard, and for a 
time practised dentistry in Boston. 
He subsequently came to England, 
where he lived for a number of 
years, and afterwards in Italy He 
is now residing at Wayland, 
Massachusetts. In 18*13 he pub- 
lished a translation of the first 
ten cantos of Dante^s "Inferno,” 
and in 1854 a volume containing 
"Ghetto di Eoma,” and other 
IDoems, mainly suggested by a new 
visit to Italy In 1867 he put forth 
a translation of the whole of the 
" Inferno,” and in the same year a 
volume of poems under the title 
Magnolia.” He is an occasional 
contributor to the Atlantic, the Ca- 
tholic World, and other periodicals. 

PAETON, Jambs, born at Canter- 
bury, England, Feb. 9, 1822, was 
taken to America when a child. 
He received an ordinary education, 
and at the age of nineteen was 
teacher in an academy ajJ White 
Plains, N Y , and subsfequently 
taught school in Philadelphia and 
New York. He afterward^ became 
a journalist and magazinlB writer, 
and has written many book*, mostly 
of a historical character. ®f these 
the principal are : "Life oW Horace 
Greeley,” 1865,* " HumoroipsPoelgcy 
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of the English Language,” 1856, 

Life and Times of Aaron Burr,” 
1858, ""Life of Andrew Jackson,” 
I860; ""G-eneral Butler in New 
Orleans,” 1863 , "" Life and Times 
of Benjamin Franklin,” 1864 ; 
"" Life of John Jacob Astor,” 1865 ; 
"" Famous Americans,” 1867 ; The 
People's Book of Biography,” 1868 ; 
"" Smoking and Drinking,” 1868 ; 
""Topics of the Time,” 1871, ""Tri- 
umphs of Enterprise,” 1871 ; 
""Words of Washington,” 1872, 
""Life of Thomas Jefferson,” 1874 , 
"" Caricature in all Times and 
Lands,” 1878; and ""Life of Vol- 
taire,” 2 vols., 1881. In 1856 he 
married the well-known authoress, 
"" Fanny Fern.” He resided in 
New York until 1875, when he 
removed to Newburyport, Massa- 
chusetts. 

PASSAQ-LIA, The Abbe Carlo, 
D.D., was born in Italy in 1814, 
received his education at Borne, 
took orders, jomed the Society of 
Jesus, and became Professor of 
Theology in the Boman University. 
He is the author of several learned 
treatises on Biblical Interpretation, 
.including A Commentary on the 
Prerogatives of St Peter, the Chief 
of the Apostles,” published at 
Eatisbon in 1850 ; a treatise "" On the 
Eternity of Future Punishment;” 
another in defence of ""The Imma- 
culate Conception of the Blessed 
{Virgin,” and has edited, with 
additional notes, the great work of 
Petavius on Dogmatic Theology. 
In 1861 he published a remarkame 
pamphlet in Latin, in which he 
counselled the Pope to abandon his 
temporal state and power, in obedi- 
ence to the voice of united Italy. 
It was placed upon the Index Bx- 
purgatorius by the ecclesiastical 
authorities, and its author soon 
afterwards left Borne. He was 
appointed, at the instance of King 
Victor Emmanuel, a Theological 
Professor in the University of Turin, 
was elected member of the Italian 
Parliament in Jan., 1863, and 
t 09 k an iactive j)art in promotmg 


the formation of an independent 
Liberal Catholic party in Italy. He 
was made Q-rand Officer of the 
Order of Saints Maurice and Lazarus 
in Jan., 1863 In Nov., 1882, he 
was completely reconciled with the 
Holy See, and resumed the eccle- 
siastical dress. 

PASTE UB, Louis, chemist, bom 
at D61e, Jura, Deo. 27, 1822, entered 
the University in 1840, became a 
supernumerary Master of Studies 
at the College of Besangon, was 
received as a pupil in the Ecole 
Normals in 1843, took the degree of 
Doctor in 1847, and was appointed 
Professor of Physic at the Faculty 
of Sciences, Strasburg, in 1848. 
At the end of 1854 he was intrusted 
as Dean with the organization of 
the newly created Faculty of Sci- 
ences at Lille, and in 1857 returned 
to Paris, and undertook the ""scien- 
tific direction” of the Ecole Nor- 
male. In Dec., 1863, he was ap- 
pointed Professor of G-eology, 
Physics, and Chemistry at the 
Ecole des Beaux-Arts, and was 
elected a member of the Institute. 
The Boyal Society of London, in 
1856, awarded M. Pasteur the Bum- 
ford medal for his researches rela- 
tive to the polarization of light, 
&c. He was decorated with the 
Legion of Honour Aug. 12, 1853, 
was promoted to be an officer of 
that Order in 1863, and a com- 
mander in 1868. In 1869 he was 
elected one of the fifty foreign 
members of the Boyal Society of 
London. M. Pasteur has written 
numerous works relating to chemis- 
try, which have been favourably 
received, and for which, in 1861, 
he obtained the Jecker prize. His 
contributions have appeared in the 
"" Becueil des Savants Strangers,” 
and the "" Annales de Chimie et de 
Physique,” and he published, in 
1863, in a separate form, a work 
entitled ‘"Nouvel Exemple de Fer- 
mentation d^termin^ par des Ani- 
malcules Infusoires pouvant vivre 
sans Oxyg^ne Libre.” In 1874 the 
National Assembly accorded to M. 
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Pasteur^ as a reward^ chiefly, for his 
investigations on fermentation, a 
life annuity of 12,000 francs. He 
was raised to the rank of Grand 
Officer of the Legion of Honour, 
Oct. 24, 1878. His reception into 
the Erench Academy took place 
April 27, 1882, when he delivered a 
panegyric of M Littr^, to whose 
chair he had succeeded In the 
same year the council of the Society 
of Arts awarded the Albert Medal 
of the society to M Pasteur for his 
researches in connection with fer- 
mentation, the preservation of 
wines, and the propagation of 
zymotic diseases in silkworms and 
domestic animals. 

PATMORE, Coventry Kearsey 
Deiohton, born at Woodford, Es- 
sex, July 23, 1828, is the son of 
the late P. G Patmore, author 
of " Literary Reminiscences.^^ In 
1846 he was appointed one of the 
Assistant Librarians of the British 
Museum, but he ceased to be con- 
nected with that institution about 
1868. Mr. Patmore, who made his 
first appearance as an author with 
a volume of Poems in 1844, has 
written Tamerton Church Tower, 
and other Poems,” published in 
1853 ; an elaborate domestic poem, 
“ The Angel m the House,” in four 
parts, — ^the Betrothal, the Espousal, 
Faithful for Ever, and the Victories 
of Love, in 1854-62 j and a selec- 
tion entitled " A Garland of Poems 
for Children,” in 1862 j The Un- 
known Eros,” 1877, a memoir of 
Barry Cornwall, and Amelia, 
&c.,” 1878 He has contributed to 
the Minhurgh and North British 
BeviewSySiiLd to the Pall Mall Gaxette, 
while it was under Mr Greenwood^s 
editorship. 

PATCH, Sir Joseph Noel, 
R S.A., LL.D , bom at JDimferm- 
line, Fifeshire, in 1821, was ad- 
mitted a student of the Royal 
Academy of London in 1843, and 
first became known to the public 
by his outline etchings illustrative 
of Shakspere and SheUey. His 
fresco of the Spirit of Religion” 


gained one of the three premiums 
awarded at the Westminster Hall 
competition of 1845, and his oil- 
pictures of "'Christ Bearing the 
Cross,” and Reconciliation of 
Oberon and Titama ” — ^the former 
of colossal size, the latter small — 
jointly gained a prize, in the second 
class, of 00300, in 1847 The latter 
picture, prior to its exhibition in 
London, was bought by the Royal 
Scottish Academy for the Scottish 
National Gallery, and " The Quarrel 
of Oberon and Titania,” painted m 
1849, and purchased for ,8700, also 
for the Scottish National Gallery, 
by the Association for the Promo- 
tion of the Pine Arts in Scotland, 
was exhibited in the Pans Exhibi- 
tion of 1855, where it received 
honourable mention. Amongst his 
numerous pictures and sketches 
from tiie works of the poets, may 
be mentioned "Dante meditating 
the Episode of Francesca,” in 1852 , 
and "The Dead Lady,” in 1854. 
His large allegory, since engraved, 
"The Pursuit or Pleasure,” was 
exhibited in 1855 , " Home,” which 
has been engraved, and of which a 
replica was executed by command 
of her Majesty, at the Royal 
Academy Exhibition in 1856 ; " In 
Memoriam,” which has been en- 
graved, and of which a photograph 
was executed for the Queen, m 
1858 j and " Dawn . Luther at 
Erfurt,” considered by many his 
finest work, in 1861. Mr. Noel 
Paton executed, in the spring of 
1860, a series of six pictures illus- 
trative of the old border ballad, 
"The Dowie Dens of Yarrow,” 
painted for the Association for the 
Promotion of the Pine Arts in Scot- 
land. It was engraved by that 
body for their subscribers. - In 1863 
he executed illustrations of "The 
Ancient Mariner,” for ,the Art 
Union of London ; and I m 1866 
painted " Mors Janua Vite ” (en- 
graved). He was appointed the 
Queen^s Limner for bcotiand in 
1865 and received the honour of 
knighthood April 12, 18g7»f the 
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latter year appeared ""A Fairy 
Raid/" and m 1868 " Cahban listen- 
ing to the Music "" Of his subse- 
quent pictures the more important 
are, ""Faith and Reason/" 1871 (en- 
graved) , "" Christ and Mary at the 
Sepulchre/" and ""Oskold and the 
EUe-Maids/" 1873; "" Satan watch- 
ing the Sleep of Christ/" 1874, 
« The Man of Sorrows/’ 1875 ; ""The 
Spirit of Twilight/" and ""Christ 
the Great Shepherd/" 1876 ; and 
""The Man with the Muck-rake,” 
1877. He is the author of two 
volumes of poems, and in 1876 
received from tbe University of 
Edinburgh the honorary degree of 
LL.D. 

PATTERSON, The Rioht Rev. 
James Laird, Bishop of Emmaus, 
was born in London, Nov. 16, 1822. 
He was educated at home and in 
Germany, and at Trinity College, 
Oxford (S.C.L., 1844; B.A., 1846; 
M.A.J 1847). From 1845 to 1849 he 
was Curate of St. Thomas’s, Oxford. 
He was also Treasurer of the Oxford 
Architectural Society and Secretary 
of the Oxford Union Society. He 
travelled m the East in 1849-50, 
and became a Catholic at Jerusalem 
in 1850. iiter studying at Rome 
from 1850 to 1854, he was ordained 
priest there by Cardmal Wiseman 
in March, 1854; was attached to 
the mission of St. Mary, Moor- 
fields, London, from 1855 to 1867 ; 
to St. James’s, Spanish Place, from 
1867 to 1870 ; named Honorary 
Chamberlain to the Pope in 1865, 
Private Chamberlam in 1867 ; and 
Domestic Prelate in 1872. He was 
appointed President of St. Ed- 
mund’s College, Ware, in 1870, and 
was an official of the Ecumenical 
Council of the Vatican. He is 
conventual chaplain of the Sacred 
Military Order of St. John of Jeru- 
salem. Monsignor Patterson be- 
came well known as an eloquent and 
polished preacher, and there were 
few priests more respected among 
the Catholic body in this country. 
Durmg the years that Mgr. Patter- 
son was President of S, Ed- 
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mund’s, the most ancient of the 
Catholic Colleges, that institution 
flouiished in an unprecedented 
manner. It was at S. Edmund’s 
that the 4th Provincial Synod of 
the Catholic Hierarchy was held in 
July, 1873. He published an ac- 
count of his tour in the East in 
1851 ; and in 1878 a new edition of 
the late Mr. John Francis Maguire’s 
work on "" Pius the Ninth,” revised 
and brought down to the accession 
of Pope Leo XIII. Mgr. Patterson 
resigned the Presidency of S. Ed- 
mund’s in 1880, and was consecrated 
titular Bishop of Emmaus, May 
10th, 1880, in the Chapel of the 
English College, Rome, by the Car- 
dinal Archbishop of Westminster 
and the Bishops of Clifton and 
Salford, as an auxiliary for West- 
minster. Cardinal Manning ap- 
pointed him Rector of S. Mary’s, 
Cadogan Street, Chelsea, in 1881. 

PATTERSON, Robert Hooarth, 
was born at Edinburgh in 1821, 
where he was educated with the 
view of becoming a civil engineer, 
but an accident threw him into 
hterature as a profession. He has 
been a contributor of articles on a 
variety of subjects to the Quarterly, 
North British, National, British 
Quarterly, and Fortnightly Eevi&ws, 
Blackwood^s, Bentley* s, and the Dub- 
lin University Magazines, and the 
Quarterly Journal of Agriculture. 
He published, m 1860, "" The New 
Revolution, or the Napoleonic Policy 
in Europe,” a remarkable work, 
which attracted much attention 
soon after its publication, owing to 
the smjgular fulfilment of several 
predictions, which it contained ; 
in 1861, ""Essays in History and 
Art,” in 1864, ""The Economy of 
Capital in 1867, ""The Science of 
Finance and in 1870, ""The State, 
the Poor, and the Country.” He is 
a member of the Council of the 
Statistical Society, and in 1865 was 
invited to give evidence before the 
French Government Inquiry into 
Banking and Currency. He has 
been editor of the Frees, the Qlobe, 
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University in 1840 j became Rector 
of bis College in 1861 , and is a 
Trustee of tbe Crewe Charities 
Mr Mart Pattison is the author of 
« Tendencies of Religions Thought 
in England, 1688-1750,” in "'Essays 
and Reviews,” 1860 ; " Report on 
Elementary Education in Protes- 
tant Oermany,” 1860, 2nd edit., 
1871 5 Suggestions on Academical 
Organisation,” with especial refer- 
ence to Oxford,” 1868 ; " Pope^s 
Essay on Man,” with notes, 1869, 
6th edit., 1879 j and Pope's Satires 
and Epistles,” with notes, 1872, 
2nd edit., 1874, "Isaac Casaubon, 
1559-1614,” a bio^aphy, 1875 ; and 
" ;^view of the Situation ” in "Es- 
says on the Endowment of Re- 
search,” 1876 j "Life of Milton,” 
1880,* "Milton Sonnets, with Notes,” 
1882. He married, in 1862, Emilia 
iVancis, yotmger daughter of the 
late Colonel Strong, of the Madras 
Army. Mrs. Pattison, who was for 
some time the fine art critic of the 
Academy, published in 1879 an im- 
portant work, in two volumes, illus- 
trated by herself, entitled "The 
Renaissance of Art in France.” 
She has recently been engaged in 
composing, in French, a monograph 
on Claude, for the Biblioth5<iue 
Internationale de TArt. 

PAUNCEFOTE, Sm Julian, 
C.B., K.C.M.Q-., third son of the 
late Robert Pauncefote, Esq., of 
Preston Court, Q-loucestershire, was 
bom at Munich, Sept. 13, 1828, and 
educated at Paris, Geneva, and at 
Marlborough College. ‘ He was 
called to the bar at the Middle 
Temple in 1852, joined the Oxford 
circuit, and also practised as a con- 
veyancer. He was Attorney-Gene- 
ral of Hong Kong from May 1866 to 
1869, was Acting Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Coiui there for a short 
time in 1869, and was re-appointed 
in 1872. Sir Julian Pauncefote 
prepared "The Hong Kong Code 
of Civil Procedure ” and other im- 
portant ordinances relating to law 
reform and the constitution of the 
Codrts of that colony. He received 
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the thanks of the Legislative Coun- 
cil of Hong Kong, and, in 1874, 
was knighted by patent for his 
public services in the colony. He 
was Chief Justice of the Leeward Is- 
lands in 1873-74, and Assistant 
Under-Secretary of State for the 
Colonies from July, 1874, down to 
the end of 1876, when he was ap- 
pointed Assistant (Legal) Under- 
secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs. He was created a C.B. and 
a K.C.M.G. in 1880, and in 1882 
was appointed Permanent Under- 
secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs, in succession to the late 
Lord Tenterden. 

PAYN, Jambs, was born at Chel- 
tenham in 1830. He was educated 
at Eton, Woolwich Academy, and 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where 
he graduated in 1854 At that date 
he had already published a volume 
of verse, called " Stories from Boc- 
caccio,” and the next year he pub- 
lished another book of "Poems.” 
In 186 i we find him writing for the 
Westminster Review and constantly 
contributing to Household Words, 
until, in 1858, he succeeded Mr. 
Leitch Ritchie as editor of Chambers’s 
Journal, for which magazine he 
wrote exclusively for many years. 
In Chambers’s came out his first 
novel, " A Family Scapegrace,” 
and, a few years afterwards, " Lost 
Sir Massingberd,” a story which is 
said to have raised the circulation 
of the journal by nearly 20,000. 
Mr. Payn's novels became after- 
wards very numerous, and his 
popularity a growing one, till he 
wrote By Proxy,” in which he J 
may be said to have taken a new ^ 
departure. This novel of incident 
in China achieved another extra- 
ordinary success. With "High 
Spirits,” a collection of stories of a 
different kind, he was hardly less 
fortunate. In addition to Ms fe- 
cundity in fiction, Mr. James Payn 
frequently contributes essays of a 
humorous type to the Nmeteenth 
Century and the Times. A collec- 
tion of such essays, from these 
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periodicalSj was published in Lon- 
don under the title of " Some 
Private Yiews.^’ His worlis in the 
British Museum extend to upwards 
of a hundred volumes. In 1882 
Mr Payn succeeded Mr. Leslie 
Stephen as editor of the Cornhill 
Magamie. Subjoined is a list of

PAYNE, John, was born in 
London, Aug. 23, 181i2, and edu- 
cated in London privately. He was 
admitted a solicitor in 1867, and 
still practises his profession. Mr 
Payne is the author of “The Masque 
of Shadow, and other Poems/" 1870 ; 
“Intaglios* Sonnets,"" 1871 j “Songs 
of Life and Death,"" 1872 ; '^Lautrec, 
a Poem/" 1878; “The Poems of 
Master Francis Villon of Paris,"" 
1878 (Villon Society) ; New 
Poems,"" 1880 , “ Francis Villon ; 
A Biographical Study/" 1881 , “The 
Book of the Thousand and One 
Nights, now j&rst completely done 
into Enghsh prose and verse from 
the original Arabic, in 9 vols, Vol.I , 
1882; Vol. II., 1883 (Villon So- 
ciety). 

PEACOCK, The Eight Hon. Sie 
Saenes, born in 1810, was called to | 


the bar at the Inner Temple, and 
practised on the Home Circuit He 
was created a Queen’s Counsel in 
1850, and was appointed legal mem- 
ber of the Supreme Council at Cal- 
cutta in 1852, taking his seat on 
the 2nd of June of that year In 
1859, on the retirement of Sir James 
W. Colville, Mr. Peacock was ap- 
pointed to succeed him as Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court of 
Calcutta, and at the same time was 
nommated Vice-President of the 
Legislative Council of India, and 
received the honour of knighthood , 
he received a fresh appointment in 
1862, under the Act passed in that 
year, as Chief Justice of the !&gh 
Court of Judicature of Bengal. He 
finally resigned his seat on the 
Calcutta Bench in 1870, and was 
sworn a Privy Councillor on his 
return to England in that year. In 
June, 1872, he was appointed a 
member of the Judicial Committee 
of the Privy Council. 

PEACOCK, Edwaed, F.S.A., of 
Bottesford Manor, near Brigg, 
Lincolnshire, born at Hemsworth, 
Yorkshire, Dec. 22, 1831, was edu- 
cated by private tutors He was 
elected a Fellow of the Society of 
Antiquaries in 1857, and appointed 
a Justice of Peace for the Parts of 
Lindsey, in the county of Lincoln, 
m 1869. Mr Peacock is the author 
of “Ealph SMrlaugh,” 3 vols., 1870 ; 
“ Mabel Heron,"* 3 vols., 1872 ; 
“ John Markenfield,"" 3 vols., 1874 , 
editor of “Army Lists of Eound- 
heads and Cavaliers,” 1863, second 
edition, enlarged, 1874; “English 
Church Furniture at the Period of 
the Eeformation ; a list of goods de- 
stroyed in Lincolnshire Churches,"" 
1866 , “ Instructions for Parish 
Priests, by f John Myrc"" (Early 
Eng. Text Soc.), 1868; “A List of 
the Eoman Cathohcs in the County 
of York, in 1604,” 1872 , “A Glossary 
of Words used in the Wapentakes 
of Manley and Corringham, Lin- 
colnshire"" (English Dialect Soc.), 
1877 ; “ Index to English-speaking

1883, and many papers in The 
Arch(Bolog%a, and other antiquarian 
journals. 

PEARS, Edwin, was bom in 
1835, at York, He graduated in the 
University of London, being first in 
honours, Roman Law, and Jurispru- 
dence, and was called to the bar at 
the Middle Temple in 1870. He 
was general secretary of the Social 
Science Association from 1868 to 
1873, and secretary to the Interna- 
tiona Prison Congress of 1872. In 
the Transactions of the former so- 
ciety he published Prisons and Re- 
formatories at Home and Abroad.” 
Mr. Pears is now the most promi- 
nent practitioner at the English 
bar in Constantinople, whence, as 
correspondent of the Daily News, he 
sent the letters which first called 
the attention of Europe to the 
Moslem atrocities committed in 
Bulgaria in May, 1876. The two 
first of these letters, having at- 
tracted attention in Parliament, 
and their statements being disputed 
by Mr, Disraeli, were published in 
the first important blue-book on the 
Eastern Question issued since the 
commencement of the late troubles. 
Mr. Pears is the first newspaper 
correspondent who took up the 
pound that the interest of England 
in the Ottoman empire will be best 
forwarded by helping the Christian 
races as representing the progres- 
sive element of ‘the empire, rather 
than the Turks, whom he regards 
as doomed, from nat.ural causes, to 
disappear as a ruling race, and as 
being able to contribute nothing of 
value towards European civiliza- 
tion. Mr Pears always worked 
loyally with the late Mr. MacGahan, 
who was the first correspondent to 
confirm the pictures of atrocities 
originally sent home by Mr. Pears, 
and in spite of the tone of his let- 
tes is much respected by all races 
in Constantinople, the governing 
Turks included, as be has, unlike 
some other correspondents, dealt 
with facts^ and he ^knowledges the 


simple honesty of the Turkish people 
when untainted by office. 

PEARSON, The Hon. Sir John, 
son of the Rev. John Norman Pear- 
son, M A , was born at Elvethani, 
Hampshire, Aug, 5, 1819. He was 
educated at Caius College, Cam- 
bridge (M.A., lS-14), was called to 
the bar at Lincoln's Inn in 1844, 
appointed a Q.C. and a Bencher of 
his inn in 1866, became one of the 
leaders in Mr. Justice Pry's court, 
and was appointed a Judge of the 
High Court of Justice (Chancery 
Division) in Oct , 1882, on the 
resignation of Vice - Chancellor 
Hall 

PEARSON, The Rio-ht Rev. Jo- 
siAH Brown, D D., Bishop of New- 
castle, Australia, was born at 
Chesterfield, in 1841, and educated 
at the grammar school of his native 
town, and at St. John's College, 
Cambridge, where he graduated 
B.A. in 1864, obtaining a first-class 
in the Moral Science Tripos, and 
was subsequently elected to a Fel- 
lowship. He proceeded M.A. in 
1867, and took his further degrees 
in laws, as Master and Doctor re- 
spectively in 1871 and 1876. He 
was successively tutor of his col- 
lege ; cm?ate of St. Michael's, Cam- 
bridge, 1865-67 ; curate of St. 
Andrew the Great, Cambridge, 1867- 
69 ; and vicar of Homingsea, Cam- 
bridgeshire, 1871-74. He was one 
of the preachers at the Chape]| 
Royal, Whitehall, from 1872 tJ 
1874, and Hulsean Lecturer a* 
Cambridge in 1872. In the latter 
year he was also Ramsden Preacher. 
From 1874 to 1880 he held the 
Crown vicarage of Newark-upon- 
Trent, Nottinghamshire. In 1879 
he was elected by the Synod to the 
bishopric of Newcastle, New South 
Wales, in succession to Dr. WiHiam 
TyrreR, and he was consecrated to 
that see in St. Paul’s Cathedral, 
London, May 1, 1880. Dr. Pearson 
is the author of Creed or no 
Creed ; ” " Disciples in Doubt,” 

1879, being sermons preached before 
the University of Cambridge ; and 
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an essay on "The Divine Per- 
sonality.^^ 

PEDRO II.jDe Alcantara, Em- 
peror of Brazil, bom at Rio de | 
Janeiro, Dec. 2, 1825, the son of j 
Dom Pedro I., of Braganza and 
Bourbon, and of Leopoldma, arcb- 
ducbess of Austria, is the legitimate 
descendant of the three great royal 
houses in Europe — Braganza, Bour- 
bon, and Hapsburg — ^and was pro- 
claimed upon the abdication of his 
father, m April, 1831, at the age of 
five years and some months. The 
government was at first adminis- 
tered by a Council of Regency, and 
afterwards by one regent. In July, 
1840, he was declared of age by the 
Chambers, and assumed the sove- 
reign power when not quite fifteen. 
In 1843 he was married to the 
Princess Theresa Christina Maria, 
sister of Francis I., late King of 
Naples; from which union were 
bom two princes, who died young, 
and two princesses. Dom Pedro is 
very courteous in his manners, and 
writes and speaks fluently English, 
French, Q-erman, Spanish, and 
Italian. He is strongly attached to 
literature, and liberally patronises 
industrial enterprises by encourag- 
ing public works and perfecting the 
navigation of rivers. He has suc- 
ceeded in substituting^ free labour 
for slaves, by encouragmg European 
colonization. The aid which he 
afforded to General IJrquiza contri- 
buted greatly to the overthrow of 
Rosas, and the fruits of this inter- 
vention were an aggrandisement of 
territory, and the free navigation 
of the Plate River, which have con- 
tributed greatly to the prosperity 
of the Braails. The firm and judi- 
cious attitude he assumed in 1862, 
in ^e quarrel which broke out be- 
tween his Government and that of 
Great Britain, which was settled in 
his favour by the arbitration of 
the King of the Belgians, tended 
greatly to consolidate his power. 
In 1865, Dom Pedro entered into an 
alliance with XJmguay and the 
Argentine Republic against the 


Paraguayans under Lopez. The 
war began in 1866, and raged with 
varying fortunes down to March 1, 

1870, TOen it was brought to a close 
by the death of Lopez. In 1871 
Dom Pedro made the tour of Eu- 
rope, visiting London, Paris, Flo- 
rence, Rome, Brussels, and other 
capitals, and in 1876 he visited 
the United States. The most im- 
portant event of his reign was the 
issuing of an imperial decree, in 

1871, for the gradual but total 
abolition of slavery in Brazil. He 
was elected a corresponding member 
of the section of Navigation and 
Geography by the Academie des 
Sciences at Paris in Feb. 1875. 

PEEL, The RioUt Hon. Sir 
Freberick, K.C M.G., second son 
of the late Sir Robert Peel, born in 
London, Oct. 26, 1823, and educated 
at Harrow and Trinity College, 
Cambridge, where he was first class 
in classics : was called to the bar at 
the Inner Temple in 1849, and re- 
turned as one of the members in 
the Liberal interest for Leominster 
in Feb., 1849 ; was elected for Bury 
in July, 1852, and having been de- 
feated at the general election in 
March, 1857, was again returned by 
this constituency at the general 
election in April, 1859, but was 
again defeated at the general elec- 
tion in July, 1865. He was Under- 
secretary of State for the Colonies 
from Nov., 1861, till March, 1852, 
in Lord Russell’s first administra- 
tion; held the same post in the 
Coalition administration under Lord 
Aberdeen; was Under-Secretary for 
War in Lord Palmerston’s ^st ad- 
mmistration in 1855, and resigned 
in 1857 ; and was Secretary to the 
Treasury from 1860 till 1866. He 
is a Deputy-Lieutenant for War- 
wickshire , was sworn a Pn^py Coun- 
cillor in 1857; and nominated a 
Knight-Commander of the Order of 
SS. Michael and George in 1869. 
He was appointed President of the 
Railway Commission in 1873. 

PEEL, The Right Hon. Sir 
Laurence, cousin of the la^

Eobert Peelj born in 1799^ was edu- 
cated at St. John's College, Cam- 
bridge, where he graduated B.A in 
1821, and M.A. in 1824. He was 
called to the bar at the Middle 
Temple in the latter year, and went 
the Northern circuit. After fillmg 
the post of Advocate-General at 
Calcutta, he was raised to the 
bench as Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court there in 1842, when 
he received the honour of kmght- 
hood, and retired in 1856, in which 
year he was Vice-President of the 
Legislative Council at Madras. In 
1857 he was nominated one of the 
diirectors of the late East India 
Company , and in 1866 elected 
Treasurer of the Middle Temple. 
In Oct., 1871, he was appointed one 
of the paid members of the Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Council. 
He is the author of a " Life of Sir 
Eobert Peel." 

PEEL, The Eight Hon. Sm 
Eobbbt, Bart, G.C.B., eldest son 
of the late Sir Eobert Peel, second 
bart., bom May 4, 1822, was edu- 
cated at Harrow and at Christ 
Church, Oxford, and entered the 
diplomatic service He was Attache 
to the British embassy at Madrid 
from June, 1844, till May, 1846, 
when he was appointed Secretary 
to the British Legation in Switzer- 
land 3 became Charge d' Affaires in 
Nov., 1846, and retired in Dec., 
1850. He was a Lord of the Admi- 
ralty from Feb., 1855, tiU May, 
1867, and was Chief Secretary for 
Ireland from July, 1861, till Dec , 
1865. He acted as Secretary to the 
Special Mission to Eussia, at the 
coronation of Alexander II., in 
1865. Sir E. Peel was returned 
one of the members, in the Liberal 
interest, for Tamworth, soon after 
the death of his father, whom he 
succeeded in the baronetcy, July 2, 
1850, and retained the seat till 
M^ch, 1880. He was sworn a 
Privy Councillor, and made a 
G.C.B , Jan. 6, 1866. He took a 
prominent part in the debates of the 
House of Commons, especially on 


! Irish questions, and subjects 
affecting the foreign policy of the 
country Sir Eobert Peel married 
a daughter of the Marquis of 
Tweeddale, and sister of the 
Duchess of Wellington. 

PELHAM, The Eight Eev. and 
Hon John Thomas, D.D., Bishop 
of Norwich, brother of the third 
Earl of Chichester, born June 21, 
1811, was educated at Westminster 
and Christ Church, Oxford, became 
Eector of Burgh Apton, afterwards 
Incumbent of Christ Church, Hamp- 
stead, and in 1855 Eector of Mary- 
lebone. Having held that living 
for two years, he was selected to 
fill the place of Dr. Hinds, who 
resigned the bishopric of Norwich 
in 1857. 

PELLY, Major-General Sir 
Lewis, K.C.B., K.C.S.I., son of the 
late John Hinde Pelly, Esq., of 
Hyde House, Gloucestershire, was 
born in 1825. He has had a long 
and distinguished career, especially 
in India He served as Assistant- 
Eesident at the Court of the Gui- 
cowar, prosecuted the Khutput 
inquiries before the Commission 
under Sir James Outram in 1861 5 
was in the Civil Service of Sinde 
from 1852 to 1855, and was personal 
assistant to the Commissioner in 
1856. He was Aide-de-Camp to 
General John Jacob, who com- 
manded the cavalry in the Persian 
Expedition in 1857. He served as 
poHtioal secretary to Sir James 
Outram during the same Expedi- 
tion. He was Major of Brigade of 
the Sinde Frontier Force in 1858, 
Secretary of Legation at the Court 
of Persia in 1869, and Charge 
d' Affaires at the same Court in 
1860. He served on a special mis- 
sion through Persia, Herat, Afghan- 
istan, and Beloochistan, in 1860 and 
1861 3 was on special duty at Cal- 
cutta with Lord Canning in 1861 ; 
went on a mission to the Comoro 
Islands in 1861 3 became Political 
Agent at Zanzibar in 1861 and 1862, 
and Political Eesident in the Per- 
sian Gulf in 1862 5 and was em- 
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ployed on a mission to the capital 
of the WahaheeSj Central Arabia, 
in 1865. He paid several visits to 
the Chaab Arabs and Arab tribes 
of the littoral of the Gulfs of 
Persia and Oman from 1865 to 1871 5 
and negotiated conventions with 
the littoral Arab chiefs and with 
the Sultan of Muscat for anti- 
slavery and telegraphic purposes 
After confirming previous Treaties 
with the Seyyid of Zanzibar in 
1861, he was associated with Sir 
Bartle Erere on an anti-slavery 
Mission to the East Coast of Africa 
and Arabia in 1872 and 1873. He 
was appointed agent to the Gover- 
nor-General and Chief Commis- 
sioner for the States of Eaipootana 
in 1873, and having been sent as 
Special Commissioner to Baroda, 
arrested the Gmcowar, and took 
charge of the State in 1874. He 
was on special duty with the 
Government of India in 1876, and 
finally Envoy Extraordinary and 
Plenipotentiary for Afghan Affairs 
In May, 1874, he was created 
K.C.S.I.,and in Aug , 1877, a K.C.B. 
He bas received the medal and 
clasp for the Persian Expedition. 
He is a member of the Council of 
the Eoyal Geographical Society and 
of the Asiatic Society. He has 
pubbshed a pamphlet on "Our 
North - West Erontier,"^ 1858 j 
“Views and Opinions of General 
Jacob 5 ^^ and “The Miracle Play 
of Hasan and Husein, collected 
from oral tradition,” 1879. 

PENGELLY, William, E.R.S , 
E.G.S., was born at East Looe, in 
Cornwall, Jan 12, 1812. He is the 
author of several memoirs and 
papers on Bainfall, the Devonian 
and Triassic rocks of Devonshire, 
the ossiferous caverns and the sub- 
merged forests of the same county, 
and (conjointly with Dr. Heer, of 
Zurich) of a monograph on “The 
Lignite Eormationof i^vey Tracey, 
Devonshii’e,” published in 1863. 
He collected and arranged the 
Devonian Eossils, which, under the 
name of the “ Pengelly Collection,” 


were lodged in the Oxford Univer- 
sity Museum by the Baroness Bur- 
dett-Coutts, in connection with the 
Burdett-Coutts Geological Scholar- 
ships. In 1837 Mr. Pengelly re- 
established the Torquay Mechanics' 
Institute , in 1844 he originated the 
Torquay Natmal History Society, 
and in 1862 the Devonshire Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Science, Literature, and Art He 
has always taken an active part in 
the management of these institu- 
tions. 

PENNELL, Henry Cholmon- 
DELT, eldest I son of Sir Charles 
Henry Pennell, was born in 1836. 
He entered the public service about 
1853, and after serving in various 
departments of the Admiralty, 
Whitehall, was appointed one of 
Her Majesty's Inspectors of Eishe- 
lies in 1866. In Jan., 1875, he was 
selected by the English Govern- 
ment, at the request of the Khedive 
of Egypt, to assist as “ Chief of the 
Department of Internal Commerce” 
in the reforms contemplated by 
that Sovereign. Mr. Pennell made 
his first mark in literature in “ Puck 
on Pegasus,” 1861 — a book which 
attracted considerable notice, and 
has since gone through many edi- 
tions. His other poetical works are 
“ Crescent,” 1866 ,* “ Modern Baby- 
lon,” 1873,- and “The Muses of 
Mayfair,” 1874. During 1864-65 
he edited the Fisherman’s Magaz%ne 
and Review^ and has since contri- 
buted to the literature and practice 
of angling several successful books, 
of which the most important are: 
“The Angler -Naturalist,” 1864 i 
“The Book of the Pike,” 1866 j 
“ Eishing Gossip,” 1867 ; and the 
“Modern Practical Angler,” 1873. 
Mr Pennell is also the author of 
several works on sub 3 eots of more 
general literary interest, and was 
at one time an occasional contribu- 
tor to Punch, and more recently to 
Temple Bar, and other periodicals. 

PENZANCE (Baron), The 
Eioht Hon. James Plaistei? 
Wilde, foVrth son of Edward 
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Archer Wilde, Esq. (brother of the 
late Lord Chancellor Truro), born 
in London, July 12, 1816, was edu- 
cated at Winchester School and 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where 
he graduated B.A. in 1838, and 
M.A. in 1842. In 1839 he was 
called to the bar at the Inner 
Temple, and for some years went 
the IN'orthem circuit. He was ap- 
pointed Junior Counsel to the Ex- 
cise and Customs in 1840, Queen’s 
Counsel in 1855, Counsel to the 
Duchy of Lancaster in 1859, and a 
Baron of the Exchequer in April, 
1860, when he received the honour 
of knighthood. In 1863, on the 
death of Sir Cresswell Cresswell, 
Sir James Wilde was appointed 
Judge of the Court of Probate and 
Divorce, the duties of which post he 
discharged with eminent abihty 
till 1872, when he resigned and was 
succeeded by Mr. Justice Hannen. 
He was sworn a Privy Councillor 
in 1864, and was created a peer by 
the title of Baron Penzance, of Pen- 
zance, CO. Cornwall, April 6, 1869. 
In June, 1875, he was appointed 
Judge of the Public Worship Regu- 
lation Court (Dean of the Arches), 
and Judge of the Provincial Courts 
of Canterbury and York. Lord 
Penzance married, in 1860, the 
Lady Mary Pleydell - Bouverie, 
daughter of the third Earl of Rad- 
nor 

PERCY, John, M.D„ P.R.S., 
son of the late Mr. Henry Percy, 
bom at Nottingham in 1817, was 
educated in Paris and in Edinburgh, 
where he was a pupil of Sir C. Bell, 
and where he graduated M.D. For 
some years he was in medical prac- 
tice at Birmingham. Dr Percy 
was appointed in 1851 Professor of 
Metallurgy in the G-overnment (now 
Royal) School of Mines, and he held 
that office till Dec, 1879. He is 
the author of an important work on 
""Metellurgy, or the Art of Ex- 
tracting Metals from their Ores, 
and adapting them to the various 
Purposes of Manufacture,^’ with 
illustrations, published in 1861; 


“ The Metallurgy of Gold, Silver, 
and Lead,” 1869; and “The Metal- 
lurgy of Lead, including Desilveri- 
sation and Cupellation,” 1871. The 
Iron and Steel Institute, on 25 
Jan., 1877, awarded their Bessemer 
medal to Dr. Percy for his works 
on metallurgy, especially those on 
iron and steel. The freedom of the 
Turners’ Company was presented to 
Dr. Percy, Jan. 11, 1883. 

PEREZ GALDOS, Benito, a 
Spanish novehst, was bom in 1845 
at Las Palmas in the Canary Isles. 
As a writer of fiction he first dis- 
tinguished himself by the publica- 
tion of two historical romances 
relating to the state of Spam in 
1820 and 1804, and entitled resjDec- 
tively '*La Fontana de Oro” (Ma- 
drid, 1871), and “‘El Audace.” 
Next, in imitation of MM. Erck- 
mann-Chatrian, he published two 
series of ^^Episodios Nacionales,” 
the first dealing with subjects taken 
from the War of Independence 
against Napoleon, and the second 
describing the struggle of Spanish 
Liberahsm against the tyranny of 
Ferdinand YII. These novels 
achieved a great success in Spam, 
and were also widely read in Spanish 
America. Among them we may 
mention “ Bailen,” 1873-5 ; “ Napo- 
leon en Chamartin,” 1874; “ Cadiz,” 
1874; '‘■Juan Martin el Empeci- 
nado,” 1874; "La BataJIa de los 
Arapiles,” 1875 ; and " El Terror 
de 1824,” Madrid, 1877. Encouraged 
by the continually increasing suc- 
cess of these productions, he com- 
posed other romances, entitled 
"Dona Perfecta” (translated into 
English in 1880) ; "Gloria” (trans- 
lated into English by Nathan 
Wetherell, 2 vols.. Lend., 1879) ; 
"Marienela,” and "La Faniilia dej 
Leone Roch,” which augmented hisi 
fame, and brought him into the^ 
foremost rank of Spanish novelists. 
For some years past Sefior Perez 
Galdds has been living at Madrid, 
working hard at literature as a 
profession, and figuring for a time 
as the head of the principal Spanish 
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reviewj the Kevista de Bsjgana. In 
politics he "belongs to the Li'beral- 
Conservative party. 

PEEOWNBj The Vert Ebv. 
John Jambs Stewart^ E.D., was 
born March 13^ 1823^ at Burdwan, 
Bengal, of a family of French 
(Hngnenot) extraction, that came 
over to this country at the revoca- 
tion of the Edict of ITantes. He 
was educated at Norwich Grammar 
School, and at Corpus Christi Col- 
lege, Cambridge,- was appointed 
Bell's University Scholar in 1842, 
Crosse (Theological) Scholar in 
1845, Tyrrwhitt's (Hebrew) Scholar 
in 1848, and Member's Prizeman 
(Latin Essay), in 1844, 1846, and 
1847. Ur. Perowne took his B.A. 
degree in 1845, and that of M.A. 
in 1848, and was elected a Fellow 
of his College in 1849. He was 
Select Preacher at the University 
Church in 1853, 1861, and 1873, 
Hulsean Lecturer in 1868, and Lady 
Margaret's Preacher m 1874. For 
several years he held a Lectureship 
and Professorship in King's Col- 
lege, London, and was Assistant- 
Preacher at Lincoln's Inn, and 
Examining Chaplain to the Bishop 
of Norwich. From 1862 to 1872 he 
was Vice-Principal of St. David's 
College, Lampeter He was in 1872 
appointed Preelector in Theology, 
and in 1873 elected a Fellow of 
Trinity CoEege ; from 1874 to 1876 
he was Cambridge Preacher at the 
Chapel Eoyal, WhitehaU. He was 
Canon Eesidentiary of Llandaff 
from 1869 to 1878, and Hulsean 
Professor of Divinity at Cambridge, 
having been elected to this office, 
June 17, 1875 j he was also Exam- 
iner in the Text of Scripture, &c., 
in the University of London. He 
was appointed an honorary chap- 
lain to the Queen, May 13, 1875 
In Aug., 1878, he was nominated 
by the Crown, on the recommenda- 
tion of Lord Beaconsfield, to the 
deanery of Peterborough, vacated 
by the death of Dr. Saunders. Dr. 
Perowne is the author of "The 
Book of Psahns, a New Translation, 


with Notes, Critical and Exegeti- 
cal," 2 vols., 5th edit ; Hulsean 
Lectures on " Immortahty ; " a 
volume of sermons ; occasion^ ser- 
mons; "The Athanasian Creed," 
" Confession in the Church of Eng- 
land " ; articles in Dr. Smith's 
" Dictionary of the Bible," Contem- 
porary Review, and Good Words, 
and an Essay on Welsh Cathedrals. 
He is also the editor of Al Adjru- 
miieh, an Arabic Grammar, and of 
"Eogers on the Thirty-Nine Ar- 
ticles." Dr. Perowne is a member 
of the Company engaged on the 
revision of the Old Testament. He 
married, in 1862, Anna Maria, third 
daughter of the late Humphry 
William Woolrych, Esq , Serjeant- 
at-Law, of Croxley, Hertfordshire. 

PEEET, The Eight Eev. 
Charles, D.D., formerly Bishop of 
Melbourne, youngest son of the 
late John Perry, Esq., of Moor 
Hall, Essex, was born in 1807, and 
educated at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, where he graduated B.A. in 
1828, as Senior Wrangler and 
Smith's Prizeman, and first class 
in classics, and was afterwards 
elected a Fellow of his College 
Having held a parochial cure in 
Cambridge for several years, he 
was consecrated, in 1847, to the see 
of Melbourne, on the subdivision 
of the diocese of Australia. He 
resigned his see in 1876. Dr. Perry 
was appointed Prelate of the Order 
of SS. Michael and George, May 25, 
1878. In Nov. the same year he 
was appointed a Canon of Llandaff 
Cathedral. 

PEEEY, The Eev. Stephen 
Joseph, F.E.S., bom Aug. 26, 1833, 
in London, received his cl^sical 
education in the English College at 
Douay, and then foUowed a course 
of Mental Philosophy at Eome. 
He entered the Society of Jesus in 
Nov., 1853, and afterwards studied 
higher mathematics at Stonyhurst, 
London, and Paris. He was ap- 
pointed in Sept., 1860, director of 
the Meteorological and Astrono- 
mical Observatory of Stonyhurst 
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College. A foui* years’ course of 
theology in preparation for ordina- 
tion has been the chief interrup- 
tion in his discharge of the duties 
of this office. He was elected a 
Fellow of the Royal Society in 
June, 1874, and has served for 
several years on the Councils of 
the Astronomical and Meteorolo- 
gical Societies. He is an honorary 
member of the Soci4te Scientifique 
de Bruxelles, and correspondmg 
member of the Society G-eographique 
d’Anvers. In 1868 he undertook a 
magnetic survey of the West of 
France, in which he was assisted 
by the Rev. W. Sidgreaves, S J , 
and in the following year the same 
work was done for the East of 
France . These two surveys formed 
the subject of two papers in the 
" Philosophical Transactions.” He 
was chosen as Head of the Q-overn- 
ment Expedition sent to Cadiz to 
observe the total eclipse of the sim 
in Dec , 1870. In 1871 a magnetic 
survey of Belgium, similar to those 
undertaken in France, was made 
during the summer months. The 
results of this survey, and several 
other papers by the same author on 
Terrestrial Magnetism, were pub- 
lished in the Philosophical Trans- 
actions,” and in the ^^Proceed- 
ings” of the Royal Society. In 
1874 he received his appointment 
from the Admiralty as chief of the 
Expedition sent by the G-ovemment 
to Kerguelin Island in the South 
Indian Ocean to observe the Transit 
of Venus. The Rev. W. Sidgreaves 
again accompanied him on this 
expedition, and, in addition to the 
astronomical work, a long series of 
magnetic observations were made 
on the island, and at numerous 
stations during the journey. These 
magnetic observations appeared in 
the "Proceedings” of the Royal 
Society. " Notes ” of his "Voyage 
to Kerguelin” appeared in the 
Month, 1876-76. The astronomical 
results were published in the "Ac- 
count of Observations of iie Tran- 
sit of Venus, 1874, December 8, 


made under the authority of the 
British Government by Sir G. B. 
Airy,” and a " Report of the Mete- 
orology of Kerguelin, by the Rev. 
S. J. Perry,” was printed for the 
Meteorological Office in 1879. The 
British Government again sent out 
expeditions in 1882 to observe the 
second Transit of Venus in this 
century, and Fathers Perry and 
Sidgreaves joined H.M.S. Fav)n at 
the Cape of Good Hope to take the 
required astronomical observations 
in the N.W. of Madagascar. The 
transit of the planet was observed 
under most favourable circum- 
stances by the two astronomers, 
and also by Captain Aldrich, R.N , 
who determined very accurately 
the longitude of the station at 
Nos Vey. Magnetic observations 
at Madagascar formed part of the 
programme of the expedition, and 
the natural history of this interest- 
ing country was studied as far as 
leistue from astronomical work 
would permit. 

PERSIA, Shah op. (iSfee Nasseb- 
ed-Deen.) 

PETERBORODGH, Bishop op. 
{Bee Maobe, Db.) 

PETO, Sib Samuel Mobtoh, 
Bart., born at Wokmg, Surrey, Aug. 
4, 1809, served an apprenticeship of 
seven years with his uncle, Mr. 
Henry Peto, an extensive bmlder, 
and at his death in 1830 succeeded 
to a moiety of the business, his 
partner being Mr. Thomas Grissell, 
another nephew of the deceased. 
The partnership was dissolved by 
mutual consent in 1845, Mr. Gris- 
sell continuing on his own account 
the erection of the Houses of Par- 
liament, the greatest of the many 
)ublic buildings undertaken by the 
Irm. Among these structures are 
Hungerford Market and the Reform 
and Oxford and Cambridge Club- 
houses. Sir Samuel M. Peto con- 
structed a large portion d the 
leading railway-works in England, 
and was engaged in the forma- 
tion of a large railway in Canada. 
Among his most important works 
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are tlie Nor-wegian Grand Trunk 
line and tke Eoyal Banisli line in 
1854. Upon the opening of the 
latter^ he received from the King of 
Denmark the Order of the Danne- 
hrog. Towards the close of 1854 he 
undertook^ without prospect of pro- 
fit, the construction of a railway 
from Balaldava, in the Crimea, 
originated hy the late Duke of 
Newcastle, then Minister-at-War, 
and in appreciation of these pa- 
triotic services received a patent of 
baronetcy, Feb. 22, 1855. Blooms- 
bury Chapel was built for the 
Baptists at his expense; and the 
Diorama premises in the Eegent’s 
Park were purchased by him and 
converted into a chapel for the same 
denomination. He was returned as 
one of the members in the advanced 
Liberal interest for Norwich in Aug., 
1847, and again at the general elec- 
tion in July, 1852, and retired in 
Dec., 1854. He was elected one of 
the members for Finsbury in April, 
1859, and at the general election in 
July, 1865, exchanged his seat for 
Bristol, but retired from Parliament 
in April, 1868, in consequence of 
the bankruptcy of the firm of Peto, 
Betts, and Crampton, with liabili- 
ties of above ^£7,000,000. He is 
the author of “ Taxation, its Levy 
and Expenditure," 1863 ; and "Re- 
sources and Prospects of America," 
1866. 

PETTIE, John, E.A., was bom 
at Edinburgh in 1839, and studied 
art in the famous Academy of the 
northern capital, under Mosli's. 
Eobert Scott Lauder and John Bal- 
lantyne, of that Academy, from 
1855 tiCL 1862, at which date he 
came to reside in London, His 
earliest works were contributed to 
the exhibitions of the Eoyal Scot- 
tish Academy. He first began to 
exhibit at the Eoyal Academy of 
London in 1859, when he sent a 
picture called "The Armourers.” 
.^ong his subsequent contribu- 
tions to the annual exhibitions in 
Trafalgar Square were a quaint pic- 
ture of a London apprentice of the 


fifteenth century crying his wares, 
entitled "What d'ye lack. Madam? 
What d'ye lack?” 1861; another 
droll picture of a party of itinerant 
musicians of the same period, a 
humorous picture, and in the same 
exhibition, the most important pic- 
ture the artist had yet produced, 
" George Fox refusing to take the 
Oath at Houlker Hall, a.d. 1663 " 
(1864). Soon afterwards he exhi- 
bited at the British Institution 
" The Time and Place,” a cavalier 
waiting for an expected antagonist 
at the rendezvous for a duel ; and 
" Out of an Engagement.” These 
two works were engraved, as was 
also his picture of " The Bible and 
the Monk — an Inquisitorial Visit ” 
Mr. Pettie's Academy picture of 
1866 was "A Drumhead Court Mar- 
tial ;” and he sent "An Arrest for 
Witchcraft” in 1866, in which year 
he was elected an Associate Among 
the later works exhibited by him 
at the Academy are " The Doctor,” 
and "Treason,” 1867; "PaxVobis- 
cum,” "Tussle with a Highland 
Smuggler,” 1868; "The Disgrace 
of Cardinal Wolsey,” and "The 
Gambler's Victim,” 1869 ; " A 
Sally,” "'Tis Blythe Mayday,” and 
"Touchstone and Audrey,” 1870; 
"Scene in the Temple Garden,” 
1871 ; " Terms to the Besieged,” and 
"Silvius and Phoebe,” 1872 ; " Sanc- 
tuary,” "Midnight Watch,” and 
"The Flag of Truce,” 1873 ; "Juliet 
and Friar Lawrence,” "A State 
Secret,” and "Ho ! Ho 1 Ho ! ” 1874; 
" Scene in Hal of the Wyn<i's 
Smithy” and " Jacobites, 1745,” in 
1875 ; a portrait of Dr. XJUathome, 
Bishop of Birmingham, " The 
Thi’eat,” and "The Step,” 1876; 
"Himted Down,” "A Knight of 
the Seventeenth Century,” and "A 
Sword and Dagger Fight,” 1877; 
" The Death Warrant,” 1879 ; ^'His 
Grace,” 1880; "Before his Peers",” 
1881; "The Palmer,” and "Mon- 
moutii begging his Life from James 
II.,” 1882; ^'A Queen's Scholar, 
Westminster,” "Dost Know this 
Waterfly?” "The Ransom,” and 
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“ The Jester's Merry Thought/' 
1883. Mr. Pettie -was elected a 
Eoyal Academician Dec 22, 1873, 
in place of the late Sir Edwin 
Landseer. 

PETTIG-EEW, Jambs Bell, 
M.D., E.E S., was born at Eoxhill, 
Lanarkshire, Scotland, May 26, 
1834. On his mother's side (Mary 
Bell) he is closely related to the 
famous Henry Bell, the father of 
steam navigation in Europe. He 
was educated at the Free West 
Academy of Airdrie, and at the 
Universities of Edinburgh and 
G-lasgow. In 1861 he graduated in 
medicine at Edinburgh with first- 
class honours. In 1858-9 he carried 
off Professor John G-oodsir's Senior 
Anatomy Gold Medal for the best 
treatise ''On the Arrangement of 
the Muscular Fibres in the Ven- 
tricles of the Vertebrate Heart." 
This treatise procured for him the 
appointment of Croonian Lecturer 
to the Eoyal Society of London for 
1860. Bbs next successful effort 
was in the Class of Medical Juris- 
prudence, where he gained the 
annual gold medal (1860) for an 
essay "On the Presumption of Sur- 
vivorship." In 1860 he was elected 
president of the Eoyal Medical 
Society. On graduating in medi- 
cine in 1861, he selected as the 
subject of his inaugural disser- 
tation, "The Ganglia and Nerves 
of the Heart, and their connec- 
tion with the Cerebro-spinal and 
Sympathetic Systems in Mam- 
malia," for which he received a 
graduation gold medal. In 1861 
he became house surgeon to Pro- 
fessor Syme at the Eoyal In- 
firmary of Edinburgh. In 1862 he 
obtained the post of Assistant 
Curator of the Hunterian Museum 
of the Eoyal College of Surgeons of 
London. Here he remained for. five 
years. During the period in ques- 
tion (1862-67) he added about 600 
finished dissections, injections, and 
easts to the museum. In addition 
to museum work he wrote several 
important memoirs, each memoir 


being splendidly illustrated by 
dissections and drawings In 1SG7 
Dr Pettigrew retired from the 
Hunterian Museum, owing to ill- 
health, and spent two years in the 
South of Ireland, where he amused 
himself with field sports and in 
studying the flight of insects, bats, 
and birds. He also experimented 
largely at tins period on the sub- 
ject of artificial flight. In 1869 he 
was made a Fellow of the Eoyal 
Society of London, and, in the 
autumn of this year, he retmmed 
to Edinburgh, having been ap- 
pointed Curator of the Museum of 
the Eoyal College of Surgeons of 
Edinburgh, and Pathologist to the 
Eoyal Infirmary of Edinburgh. 
There he continued his anatomical 
and physiological researches, parti- 
cularly his flight researches, and in 
1870 he produced a memoir "On 
the Physiology of Wings, being an 
analysis of the movements by which 
Fhght IS produced in the Insect, 
Bird, and Bat " (Trans. Eoy Soc. 
of Edin, vol. xxvi. pp. 321-446). 
At this period he added numerous 
specimens to the Museum of the 
Eoyal College of Surgeons,* these 
with the other specimens deposited 
in the Hunterian Museum of the 
Eoyal College of Surgeons of Eng- 
land, and the Anatomical Museum 
of the University of Edinburgh, 
amounting to considerably over 
1000. He also gave daily demon- 
strations in morbid anatomy at the 
Eoyal Infirmary of Edinburgh to 
large classes of students. In 1872 
he gave a course of twelve lectures 
to the president and fellows of the 
Eoyal College of Surgeons of Edin- 
burgh, " On the the Physiology of 
the Circulation in Plants^ in the 
Lower Animals, and in Man." They 
were published in 1874. In 1872 
Dr. Pettigrew was made a Fellow 
of the Eoyal Society of Edinburgh, 
and a member of other learned 
societies. In 1873 he was elected 
a Fellow of the Eoyal College of 
Physicians of Edinburgh, and ap- 
pointed Examiner in Physiology to 
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the College. He also became Lec- 
turer in Physiology to the Eoyal 
College of Surgeous of Edinbiu’gh. 
On assuming the duties of teacher 
of physiology, he chose as the sub- 
ject of his opening address, "The 
Eolation of Plants and Animals to 
Inorganic Matter, and the Inter- 
action of the Vital and Physical 
Forces ” In this year (1873) he 
published his work on "Animal 
Locomotion: or Walking, Swim- 
ming, and Flying/' the most popu- 
lar and best known of all his writ- 
ings. This volume was translated 
shortly after its appearance into 
French, G-erman, and other lan- 
guages. In 1874 he was awarded 
the Godard prize of the French 
Academy of Sciences, and made a 
laureate of the Institute of France. 
In 1875 he was appointed Chandos 
Professor of Medicine and Anatomy 
and Dean of the Medical Faculty 
in the University of St. Andrews. 
He gave as his introductory lecture 
" Man in his Anatomical, Physical, 
and Physiolo^cal Aspects." In 
1876-77 he delivered special courses 
of physiological lectures in Dundee 
In 1877 he was elected by the Uni- 
versities of Glasgow and St. An- 
drews as their representative at 
the General Council of Medical 
Education He is the author of 
the article "Flight and Flying 
Machines," in ninth edition of the 
" Encyclopssdia Britannica." 

PEYTON, John Lewis, LL B., 
F.EG.S., bom Sept. 15, 1824, in 
Virginia. LL.B. (University of Vir- 
ginia), 1845. At the age of fifteen 
he was sent to the Virginia Military 
Academy. In 1848 he travelled 
through Canada, the Maritime Pro- 
vinces, and in the N.W. States and 
territories, and in 1851 was sent by 
the U.S. Government on special 
service to the Courts of England, 
France, and Austria. He returned 
to the United States in 1863, and, 
after spending a few years in Illi- 
nois, retired in 1856 to his Virginian 
estate, when he was appointed a 
Justice of the Peace, and Director 


in the State College m Augusta co., 
and also a Director in the Bank of 
the Valley in Virginia. He was 
Chief of the Staff of Gen. Layne in 
1864, and in the same year dechned 
the offered position of U.S. District 
Attorney of Utah. In 1861 he de- 
voted liis property to the Southern 
cause, and engaged in raising and 
equipping a regiment for the pro- 
visional army. Unable, from a 
severe injury, to take command, he 
accepted the position of Agent for 
North Carolina in Europe. After 
an absence' of fifteen years in 
Europe, Col Peyton returned to 
the United States in 1876, and re- 
sumed his residence in Augusta 
county, Virginia, where he is now 
engaged in literary and scientific 
pursuits. He is a corresponding 
member of the Virginia Historical 
Society, of the Wisconsin Historical 
Society, and other learned instte- 
tions. He has written " A Statis- 
tical View of the State of Illinois," 
1854 j " Eailway Communication 
with the Pacific," 1854, "The 
American Crisis," 1866 , "The Ad- 
ventm’es of my Grandfather," 1867 , 
"Over the Alleghanies and across 
the Prairies," 1869, "Memoir of 
WiUiam Madison Peyton, of Eoa- 
noke," 1870 , a biographical sketch 
of Anne Montgomery Peyton, 1876 ; 
and a " History of Augusta County, 
Virginia " 

PHILIPPOTEAUX, Fito Em- 
manuel Henri, a French historical 
painter, born at Paris, April, 3, 
1816, entered at an early age the 
studio of M. L4on Cogniet, in con- 
junction with whom, at a later 
period, he painted several battle- 
pieces for the gallery at Versailles 
His first exhibited picture appeared 
at the Salon of 1833 ; many of the 
works which he afterwards exhibi- 
ted now adorn the walls of the 
principal modern museums in 
France, including those of the Lux- 
embourg, Versailles, Eouen, Stras- 
burg, and Marseilles, The princi- 
pal are: — "Le Eocher de Glace," 
an euisode of the American War^ 
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1833 ; La Eetraite de Moscou,” 
1835; '“^La Prise d'Ypres/" 1837, 
“ La Mort de Turenne,” '' Le Siege 
d" Anvers en 1792/' “ Le Combat 
de Stockacli/' 1838-39; Bayard 
an pont dn G-ariglianOj" "Louis 
XV. visitant le oliamp de bataille 
de Pontenoy/' at tbe Luxembourg 
1840 , " L'Entrce du col de la 
Mouzaia/' "La Defense de Maza- 
gran/' "L'Attaque do Medeali/' 
" Le Combat de TOued- J er^” " line 
Eazzia/' 1842-44; most of these 
bemg pictures for vrbicb the artist 
. received commissions after bis re- 
turn from a journey to Algeria , 
" La Bataille de Montbabor/' 
jointly with M. Leon Cogniet, now 
at Versailles, 1843, "La Bataille 
de Eivoli/' 1845 , " Pemmes Mau- 
resques/' " Tine Eue d' Alger/' 
1846 ; " Le general G-ourgaud sau- 
vant la vie k Napoleon/' 1848 , "Le 
Dernier Banquet des Girondins/' 
now at Marseilles, with La Mort 
de Turenne," 1850 , " Le general 
Bonaparte en Italie," 1853 ; " D4- 
faite des Cimbres," 1865 , " Charge 
des chasseurs d'Afrique k Balak- 
lava," 1859, "Le general Porey 
acolam4 par les troupes de sa divi- 
sion apres le combat de Montebello," 
"L'Empereur embrassant le gene- 
ral Porey h, la gare de Voghera," 
"Eeligieuses k la Chapelle," "Com- 
bat de Montebello," " Combat de 
Diemstein," belonging to the Duke 
of Eichmond, 1863, "La Pianc4e 
du Timbalier," 1864 , " Le Si4ge de 
Puebla," "Le gdneral Porey k la 
t4te de I'arm^e fran^aise," in the 
Mexican war, 1863 , " Chefs Arabes 
se rendant au-devant de I'Em- 
pereur," "ilclaireurs Arabes," 1866 ; 
Defense de Paris (1870-71) centre 
les Armies AUemandes" for the 
Panorama in the Champs-filysees, 
1872 ; " Scene du Bombardement 
de Paris par les Armies AUemandes, 
au mois de janvier, 1871," for the 
Diorama of the Champs-]Elyseos , 
“Eencontred’HenrilV etdeSuUyle 
lendemain de labataiUe d’lvry, mars, 
1690," 1875. He has also painted 
some genre pictures, such as : — "La 


Pervenche," "La Deception," "Le 
Brin d'Herbe," and "Le Eetour 
du Cabaret " At Versailles are 
the following pictures by M. Philip- 
j)oteaux: — "Lo Combat du Eaab," 
" Le Passage du Tagliamento,” and 
“ Le Siege d'Anvers en 1832." He 
has sent to the exhibitions of the 
Eoyal Academy of London the fol- 
lowing pictures — " La Charge des 
Cuirassiers Pran 9 ais a Waterloo," 
1875 , " Charge of the English 
Heavy Cavalry at the Battle of 
Balaclava, Oct. 25, 1864," 1876 , 
and " The Battle of the Alma, Sept. 
20, 1854," 1877. M Philippoteaux 
obtained a second medal in 1837, a 
first medal in 1840, and the decora- 
tion of the Legion of Honour in 
July, 1846. 

PHILLIMOEE, The Eight Hon. 
Sir Eobert Joseph, Bart , D.C.L., 
is the second son of Joseph Philli- 
more. Esq., D C.L , a celebrated 
ecclesiastical lawyer, formerly Be- 
gins Professor of Civil Law at 
Oxford, by Elizabeth, daughter of 
the Eev. Walter Bagot, of Blith- 
field, Staffordshire, who was brother 
of the first Baron Bagot He was 
born in London, November 5, 1810, 
and educated atW estminster School, 
whence he was elected to Christ 
Church, Oxford. He gained the 
College prizes for Latm verse and 
prose, and graduated B.A. in 1831, 
being placed in the second class in 
classics. Por three years after this 
he was a clerk in the Board of Con- 
trol. Subsequently he was created 
a D.C.L. of Oxford, was admitted 
an Advocate at Doctor's Commons, 
was caUed to the bar at the Middle 
Temple, and in due course was 
made a Queen's Counsel. As a 
civihan he gained an extensive 
practice, and early in his career he 
obtained various lucrative posts. 
He was appointed Official to the 
Archdeaconries of Middlesex and 
London by Archdeacons Cambridge 
and Pott, in 1840; ChanceUor of 
the diocese of Chichester by Bishop 
Gilbert, in 1844 ; and ChanceUor of 
Salisbury by Ins brother-in-law. 
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Bishop Denison j in 1845. From 
1853 to IBS'? he sat in the House of 
Commons as member for Tavistock 
in the Liberal-Conservative inte- 
rest While in Parliament he de- 
livered some remarkable speeches 
on Church-rates^ Tithe Commuta- 
tion, and similar questions , and he 
introduced the measure known po- 
pularly as Dr. PhiUimore^s Act/^ 
which empowered the Ecclesiastical 
Courts to take evidence vivd voce. 
He was appointed Judge of the 
Cinque Ports in 1855; Her Ma- 
jesty’s Advocate-G-eneral (in Ad- 
miralty) in 1862, when he received 
the honour of knighthood ; and 
Judge of the High Court of Ad- 
miralty, and of the Arches Court of 
Canterbury in 1867, on which occa- 
sion he was sworn of the Privy 
Council. From 1871 to 1873 he 
held the office of Judge Advocate- 
Q-eneral, and he was appointed 
Master of the Faculties in 1873. 
In 1875 he resigned his other offices 
on being nominated Judge of the 
Admiralty, Probate, &o.. Division 
of the High Court of Justice He 
was created a Baronet in 1881, and 
retired from the bench March 21, 
1883 Sir Eobert Phillimore has 
published many legal works, the 
best known bemg his ^'Commen- 
taries upon International Law,” 4 
vols , 1854-61, which, on reaching a 
second edition in 1874, obtained the 
Swiney Prize of the Society of Arts. 
While Judge of the Arches Court, 
which was the chief ecclesiastical 
tribunal in the kmgdom, he de- 
livered many important decisions, 
and several of his judgments have 
been published in book form. Among 
his other works are : " Memoirs and 
Correspondence of G-eorge Lord 
Lyttleton, from 1734 to 1773,” 2 
vols., 1845; "Eussia and Turkey. 
Armed' Intervention on the ground 
of religion considered as a question 
of International Law,” 2nd ed., 
1853 ; Speeches in the House of 
Commons on Church Eates, 1853; 
Tithe Commutation, 1856 ; "Clergy 
Discipline,” a Letter to the Arch- 


bishop of Canterbury, 1872, "The 
Ecclesiastical Law of the Church of 
England,” 2 vols , 1873 , and "Les- 
sing’s Laocoon, translated, with pre- 
face and notes,” 1874. He married, 
in 1844, Charlotte, daughter of John 
Denison, Esq., of Ossington Hall, 
Newark, and sister of the late Vis- 
count Ossington, of the late Sir 
William Denison, K C.B., and of 
the late Bishop of Salisbury. 

PHILLIPS, Laurence Barnett, 
son of Barnett Phillips, Esq., of 
Bloomsbury Square, was born in 
London, Jan. 29, 1842, and educated 
at Dr. Pmches’s school, which he 
left at the age of fourteen, to com- 
mence his mechanical studies. In 
1861 he started in busines as a 
chronometer manufacturer, smce 
which time he has constructed some 
of the most complicated and finest 
finished specimens of the horologi- 
cal art, and by the invention of 
various forms of mechanism has 
done much towards the introduc- 
tion of keyless watches. In Nov., 
1865, he was elected a Fellow of the 
Eoyal Astronomical Society. In 
1866 was published, "The Auto- 
graphic Album,” which was fol- 
lowed, in 1871, by "Horological 
Eating Tables,” and in 1873 by his 
" Dictionary of Biographical Eefer- 
ence.” Since the pubhcation of 
this latter work he has occupied 
himself with success as an etcher, 
having produced many charmmg 
river and continental scenes, ana 
he has been a constant exhibitor at 
the Eoyal Academy. 

PHILLIPS, Wendell, born at 
Boston, Massachusetts, Nov. 29, ' 
1811. He graduated at Harvard 
College in 1831, at Cambridge Law 
School in 1833, was admitted to the 
bar in the following year, and prac- 
tised until 1839, when he retired 
from professional work on account 
of his unwillingness to be bound by 
an oath of fidelity to the IT S. Con- 
stitution as then construed by the 
Supreme Court. In 1837 he iden- 
tified himself with the Anti-Slavery, 
Temperance, and Woman’s Eights

reforms, and Has ever since been 
one of the most popular orators in 
America. During tHe cml war He 
advocated a vigorous policy, espe- 
cially urging tHe emancipation of 
tHe slaves. After tHe close of tHe 
war He opposed tHe dissolution of 
tHe American Anti- Slavery Society, 
and, succeeding William Lloyd Gar- 
rison, was its President, until its 
-fi-nfl.l disbandment in 1870. In tHat 
year He was tHe candidate of tHe 
Labour Eeform party for Governor 
of MassacHusetts. An edition of His 
Speeches, Lectures, and Letters"^ 
was published in 1863 Since that 
tune He Has put forth no separate 
book, but Has devoted Himself to 
platform speeches, mainly upon 
social and political sub3ects, a few 
of which Have been issued sepa- 
rately. He is especially noted for 
His vehement opposition to the con- 
ciliatory policy pursued towards the 
Soutibi by the recent Presidents, and 
for His advocacy of paper money 
PHILPOTT, The EiaHT Ebv. 
Henbt, D.D., Bishop of Worcester, 
younger son of the late Mr EicHard 
PHilpott, of Chichester, bom Hov. 
17, 1807, was educated at the Cathe- 
dral Grammar School, Chichester, 
and at St. Catherine's College, Cam- 
bridge, graduated B.A., as Senior 
Wrangler and a first class in the 
Classical Tripos in 1829. He was 
elected Fellow of His college, and 
Held the office of Assistant Tutor 
and Tutor till His election to the 
Mastership of the College in 1846. 
He served the office of Moderator 
in the University in 1833, 1834, and 
1836, that of Examiner for Mathe- 
matical Honours in 1837 and 1838, 
and that of Proctor in 1834-5. THe 
late Bishop of London (Dr. Blom- 
field) appointed Him, in 1837, 
Preacher in Whitehall Chapel, 
London, which office he Held for 
two years and a Half ; he was twice 
nominated a Select Preacher before 
the University j and was appointed 
Examining Chaplain by the late 
I>r. Turton, Bishop of Ely, on his 
elevation to the episcopate in 1844. 


After his election to the Mastership 
of his college, in 1845, he took an 
active part in the business of the 
University, and served as Vice- 
Chancellor in 1846, 1856, and 1857. 
At the end of his last year of that 
office, several members of the Senate 
presented his portrait, painted by 
Sir J. W. Gordon, to the IFniversity, 
as a memorial of the services he 
had rendered during the sitting of 
the Comnnssion, and it is in the 
Fitzwilliam Museum. He was ap- 
pointed by the late Prince Consort 
one of his four Chaplains in 1847, 
and retained that office till his ele- 
vation to the see of Worcester in 
1860. He was appointed Clerk of 
the Closet to the Queen in 1865. 

PICCOLOMINI, Mabia, operatic 
singer, member of an ancient and 
noble family in Tuscany, was bom 
at Sienna, in 1835. In childhood 
she gave very grert piomise of 
vocal powers, and her parents con- 
fided her musical education to 
Eomani, one of the first teachers in 
Italy, under whose instructions she 
made her first appearance at Flo- 
rence, in 1862, in the character of 
Lucrezia Borgia, being little more 
than sixteen. This character she 
performed for twenty nights, with 
immense success. She spent four 
years in a professional tour through 
Italy, and attracted crowds of ad- 
mirers at Florence, Eome, Palermo, 
and Verona, and at Tuiin she ap- 
peared for the first time in the 
^^Traviata," m which opera she 
came before an English audience in 
1856, and met with a most enthu- 
siastic reception. Her success in 
Paris was not quite so great, though 
in that city she was much admired, 
and drew crowded houses. During 
her stay in England she sang in the 
most important cities of the United 
Kingdom. In addition to the above- 
mentioned operas, she performed in 
''Figaro," "The Huguenots," "La 
Serva Padrona," "Lucia di Lam- 
mermoor,” " The Bohemian Girl," 
" Luisa Miller," " La Figlia del 
Eeggimento," and as Zerhna, in 
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Mozart’s Don Giovanni/^ In 1861 
slie married, and retired from pro- 
fessional life. 

PICKEESGILL, Ebederiok 
Eichabd, E.A , nephew of the late 
Henry William Pickersgill, E.A., 
born in London, in 1820, studied at 
the Eoyal Academy His first pro- 
duction, The Combat between Her- 
cules and Achelous,’" an oil-painting, 
exhibited in 1840, was followed by 
a prize cartoon of The Death of 
King Lear,^" exhibited in Westmin- 
ster Hall in 1843 ; and The Burial 
of Harold,^^ a magnificent picture, 
for which he received a first-class 
prize, in 1847, and which was imme- 
diately purchased for the new 
Houses of Parliament. Mr. Pickers- 
gill IS a regular exhibitor, and his 
pictures generally command many 
admirers and fetch high prices. In 
1847 he was elected A.E.A , and in 
1857 was promoted to the rank of 
Academician. 

PICTON, Sib James Allanson, 
F S.A., was born at Liverpool in 
1806, and educated at private 
schools. He became a F S.A., and 
F.E.H S. j is Past-President of the 
Liverpool Architectural Society, a 
member of Council of the Eoyal In- 
stitute of British Architects; an 
honorary Fellow of the ArcMtec- 
tural Convention of the United 
States of America, Chairman of 
the Liverpool Library, Museum, and 
Gullery of Arts ; and a Fellow of 
the Philological Society of London. 
The honour of knighthood was con- 
ferred on him in July, 1881, accord- 
ing to the written communication 
of the Prime Minister for “high 
attainments and public services." 
He is the author of “ Memorials of 
Liverpool," 2 vols., 1873, 2nd edit., 
1875; “Selections from the Muni- 
cipal Eecords of Liverpool," 1882 ; 
and articles on philological, archsBo- 
logical, and general subjects in 
periodicals and separate pubEca- 
tions. 

PIEEOLA, Gen. Nicholas be, 
ex-President of Peru, born at Are- 
quipa, Peru, Jan. 5, 1839. Bred a 


lawyer, he early interested himself 
in the politics of liis country, and 
m 1869 was appomted Minister of 
Finance. At the end of his admi- 
nistration he was impeached, and 
although acquitted went into exile 
in Chill. In 1874 and 1877 he 
orgamsed expeditions against the 
Peruvian Government, but was 
unsuccessful. The second time he 
surrendered and was banished. At 
the outbreak of the Chilian war he 
proffered his services to Gen. Prado, 
then President of Peru, but they 
were not accepted After Gen. 
Prado went away, Gen Pierola 
assumed the charge of affairs, and 
continued the fighting. In Jan, 
1881, he abandoned Luna, and in 
the following November, retired 
from the government. He went to 
France in March, 1882, where he 
remained until November, when he 
proceeded to the United States 
PIEEEEPONT, The Hon. Ed- 
wards, LL D , born at North Haven, 
Connecticut, March 4, 1817. A.B. 
(Yale College), 1837. He was ad- 
mitted to the bar from the New 
Haven Law School in 1840, and 
practised in New York until elected 
to the Superior Court Bench in that 
city (1857). In 1860 he resigned 
his seat to resume practice. In 
1862 he was appointed by the Pre- 
sident of the United States, with 
Major-General Dix, to try the 
prisoners of State who were confined 
in the various forts and prisons 
upon charges growing out of the 
Eebellion. He was a member of 
the Judiciary Committee of the 
New York State Constitutional Con- 
vention m 1867, and in the same 
year conducted the case of the 
government against John H. Sur- 
ratt, indicted for aiding m the 
murder of President Lincoln. Mr. 
Pierrepont received the honorary 
degree of LL.D. in 1871 from Co- 
lumbia College, and from Yale 
College in 1873. From 1869 to 
1870 he was United States District 
Attorney for New York, and in 1878 
he was appointed Envoy Extraordi- 
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nary to the Eussian Courtj but be 
declined the bonour. In Aprilj 
1875, be was appointed Attorney- 
G-eneral of tbe United States, and 
in 1876 Bnyoy-Extraordmary and 
liiliiiister-Plenipotentiary to tbe 
Court of St. James. He resided 
that office in Dec., 1877. He is at 
present Consul-G-eneral for Her 
Britannic Majesty at New York. 

PIETEE-MAEITZBUEG-, Bis- 
hop OP. (See Maceort, Dr.) 

PIM, Captain Bedford Clap- 
PEETON Treyeltan, M.P.^ IS tbe 
only son of Captain Edward Bedford 
Pirn, of "Weirbead, Exeter (wbo died 
in command of H.M.S. Black Joke, 
on tbe coast of Africa), by Sopbia 
Soltau, eldest daughter of T. F 
Harrison, Esq., of Totnes. He was 
born at Bideford, Devon, June 12, 
1826, and educated at tbe Eoyal 
Nav^ Scbool. He went to India in 
tbe mercbant service, and on bis 
return was appointed a volunteer 
(lat class) in tbe Eoyal Navy in 
1842 Having been employed for 
some years in tbe Surveying service, 
be made tbe voyage round tbe world 
in H.M.S. Eerald, in 1845-51, and 
was engaged from first to last in 
tbe search for Sir John Franklin, 
both through Behring’s Straits and 
Baffin’s Bay. He was tbe officer 
wbo reached tbe Investigator^ and 
saved tbe crew of that ship, besides 
being tbe first man wbo made bis 
way from a ship on tbe eastern to a 
ship on tbe western side of tbe 
Nortb-W est Passage. He saw active 
service, in command, in tbe Eussian 
war, for which be has a medal, and 
in China, where be was desperately 
wounded in no fewer than six places. 
He was made a Commander, April 
19, 1858. After visiting tbe Isthmus 
of Suez, Commander Pirn returned 
to England in 1859, and read before 
tbe fijyal Geographical Society a 
highly interestuig paper on the 
Suez Canal. Soon ^terwards, the 
Board of Admiralty appointed him 
to the command of tbe Gorgon, and 
despatched that vessel to tbe river 
Tyne, with a view of popularising j 


tbe navy, and encouraging the entry 
of seamen Eds next: service was 
tbe settlmg a delicate question with 
tbe French respecting tbe fisheries. 
This business having been satisfac- 
torily concluded, the Gorgon was 
despatched to tbe West Indies, and 
employed on tbe coast of Central 
America for tbe prevention of any 
further filibustering attempts 
against Nicaragua on tbe part of 
General Walker. In Nov, 1860, 
Commander Pirn sailed in tbe 
Gorgon for tbe Cape of Good Hope 
and coast of Africa station, but in 
tbe June following, having ex- 
changed into, and brought home 
H.M.S Fu'}'y, be paid that ship off 
at Portsmouth, and has since con- 
tinued on half-pay. He was ad- 
vanced to tbe rank of Captain, 
April 16, 1868, and was compulso- 
rily retn-ed in April 1870, when be 
at once began to qualify himself 
for a new profession, and was called 
to tbe bar of tbe Inner Temple, 
Jan. 27, 1873 Captain Bedford 
Pim unsuccessfully contested Totnes 
in July, 1866, and Gravesend in 
Dec., 1868, but be was returned .for 
tbe latter borough, in the Conser- 
vative interest, at tbe general elec- 
tion of Feb., 1874, and retained tbe 
seat till 1880. Since 1862 be has 
been engaged in opening, by bis 
own private efforts, railway transit 
from tbe Atlantic to tbe Pacific 
across Nicaragua. Captain Bedford 
Pim is tbe author of The Gate of 
tbe Pacific,” 1863; "Dottings on 
the Eoadside in Panama, Nicara- 
and Mosquito” (in conjunc- 
tion with tbe late Dr. Bertbold 
Seemann), 1869; an "Essay on 
Feudal Tenure ; ” " Tbe War 

Chronicle,” 1873, being a history of 
tbe Franco-Prussian war ; and 
various pamphlets and articles, 
mostly geographical. He is a 
magistrate for the county of Mid- 
dlesex, a member of several scien- 
tifio societies, and proprietor of The 
NoAjy, a newspaper devoted exclu- 
sively to tbe maritime interests of tbe 
country. 
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PINTO, Alexandre Alberto 
DA Rocha Seepa, was born April 
20, 1846, at tbe Tendaes in the 
Province of Donro, Portugal, and 
educated at the Royal Military 
College, Lisbon. He entered tbe 
7tli Infantry Regiment, Ang. 13, 
1863 ; became ensign July 14, 1864 j 
lieutenant in the 12th i^fles, Nov. 
20, 1868, captain, Oct. 10, 1874; 
major, April 17, 1877 j and aide- 
de-camp of the King of Portugal, 
March 10, 1880. In 1869 he was in 
the Zambesi War, and in the battle 
of the 23rd Nov at Massangano he 
succeeded in saving the regiment 
of India. He was then in command 
of the i^rican Native Troop. Du- 
ring 1877-79 he crossed Africa from 
BengueUa to Durban, and he has 
admirably described the journey in 
a work entitled '^How I Crossed 
Africa,” Lond., 1881. These geo- 
graphical tasks obtained for him 
the gold medals (first class) of the 
G-eographical Societies of London, 
Paris, Antwerp, Rome, and Mar- 
seilles. He was also elected a 
Fellow of aU the most important 
geographical societies in the world, 
and of many scientific associations. 
Major Serpa Pinto is a Knight 
Commander of the Order of St. 
James of Portugal, a Knight of the 
Legion of Honour, and of Leopold 
of Belgium, and has received many 
other foreign orders. 

PIRIE, William Robinson, 
D.D., son of the Rev. Q-eorge Pirie, 
D.D., minister of Slains, Aberdeen- 
shire, was bom in that village July 
26, 1804, and educated at the Uni- 
versity of Aberdeen. He was ap- 
point& minister of Dyce in 1830 ; 
Professor of Divinity in the Uni- 
versity^ of Marischal College, Aber- 
deen, in Dec., 1843; and minister 
of Q-reyffiars, Aberdeen, in Sept., 
1846. On the union of the Uni- 
versities of Marischal and King’s 
Colleges, Aberdeen, he was declared 
Professor of Divinity and Church 
History in the united University 
(1860). In 1877, he was nominated 
by the Crown Principal of that 


University, of which he is also 
Vice -Chancellor. Dr. Pirie has 
been connected with every impor- 
tant political measure which has 
been agitated in Scotland during 
the last forty years. 

PITMAN, Isaac, born at Trow- 
bride, Wilts, Jan. 4, 1813, and edu- 
cated at the Q-rammar School m 
that town, after having been clerk 
for some time, was trained m the 
Normal College of the British and 
Foreign School Society in London, 
and was appointed Master of the 
British School, Barton - on - Hum- 
ber, in 1832 He established the 
British School at Wootton-under- 
Edge m 1836, and removed to Bath 
in 1839. His first treatise on short- 
hand, entitled “ Stenographic 
Sound- hand,” appeared in 1837, 
and he became inventor of the system 
of phonetic writing, to which he 
has devoted his entire attention 
since 1843, in which year the Pho- 
netic Society was formed. His 
system of Phonography, or Writ- 
ing of Sound,” appeared in 1840 ; 
and his ** Phonographic Reporter’s 
Companion” in 1853. The “Pho- 
netic Institute,” at Bath, is really 
a phonetic printing office : Mr. Pit- 
man edits and prints the Phonetic 
Journal weekly, and lithographs 
the shorthand Sujoplement which 
accompanies it. This journal is 
printed in phonetic t;^e, except 
a small portion in ordinary type, 
which records the progress of the 
“Writing and SpeUing Reform.” 
Besides printing his own instruc- 
tion-books for teaching phonetic 
shorthand, Mr. Pitman has issued 
a little library of books printed 
entirely in shorthand, ranging from 
the Bible to “ Rasselas.” 

PITRA, His Eminence John 
Baptist, a French Cardinal, born 
at Champforgueil, near Autun, 
Aug 31, 1&2, embraced the ecclesi- 
astical profession at an early s^e, 
and after being for some time 
teacher of rhetoric in the seminary 
of his native town, became a Bene- 
dictine monk in the abbey of So- 
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lesme. Following the example of 
so many members of that learned 
order, he devoted himself to the 
study of ecclesiastical antiquities, 
and composed an admirable His- 
toire de Saint-Leger,"" which was 
followed by his “ Spicilegium Soles- 
mense,” 6 vols. Pans, 1852-60, a 
collection of documents, previously 
unpublished, in elucidation of 
Church history. To obtain the 
materials for this superb work, 
Dom Pitra visited nearly all the 
great libraries in Europe. Sum- 
moned to Eome by Pope Pius IX 
in 1858, he was directed to study 
the ancient and modern canons of 
the Oriental Churches, and the re- 
sults of his labours are embodied 
in a work entitled Juris Ecclesi- 
astici Oraecorum Historia et Monu- 
menta,^^ the first volume of which, 
printed by the Sacred Congregation 
of the Propaganda, appeared in 
1864. Bom Pitra was appointed a 
member of that Congregation for 
the religious affairs of the East in 
1862, and created a Cardinal Priest 
of the Holy Eoman Church, of the 
title of S. Tommaso in Parione, 
March 16, 1863. His Eminence 
holds the office of "‘Librarian of 
the Holy Eoman' Church.^' 

PLAHCY, Be. (See Collin, 
J.A.S.C.B.) 

PLAYFAIE, The Eight Hon 
Sib Lton, K.C.B., M.P., LL.B., 
F.E.S., son of Mr. George Playfair, 
Chief Inspector-General of Hos- 
pitals of Bengal, and nephew of 
the late Col. Sir Hugh L. Playfair, 
bom at Meerut, Bengal, May 21, 
1819, was educated at St Andrews, 
H.B., and at a very early age took 
especial interest in chemistry. In 
1834 he studied chemistry under 
Professor Thomas Graham, at the 
Andersonian University, Glasgow ; 
but his health failing in 1837, he 
revisited India, and upon his re- 
covery returned to England, and 
rejoined his friend Gramam, then 
Professor to the London University. 
In 1888 he went to Giessen, to study 
organic chemistry under Liebig, 


translated some of his works into 
English, and on his return to Scot- 
land undertook the management of 
the large calico print-works of 
Messrs. Thompson, of Clitheroe ; 
whence he removed, in 1843, to 
Manchester, and was appointed 
Professor of Chemistry in the Eoyal 
Institution. In 1844, at the re- 
commendation of the late Sir 
Eobert Peel, he was appointed on 
the commission constituted to exa- 
mine into the sanitary condition of 
our large towns and populous dis- 
tricts, and his reports were cha- 
racterised by great ability. At the 
close of the commission. Professor 
Playfair was appointed by the late 
Sir E. Peel, Chemist to the Museum 
of Practical Geology. In the Great 
Exhibition of 1851 he visited the 
manufacturing districts, and by 
drawing up an elaborate classifica- 
tion of objects of industry, and by 
personal communication with the 
manufacturers, exercised an impor- 
tant mfiuence on the completeness 
of that great undertaking. He was 
appointed Special Commissioner 
in charge of the department of 
Juries j and at the close of the Ex- 
hibition, in recognition of his scien- 
tific services, he was made a Com- 
panion of the Bath, and received 
an appointment in the late Prince 
Consort^s household. At the Great 
Exhibition of 1862, he again had 
charge of the department of Juries, 
and was intrusted with the appoint- 
ment of the jurors, who numbered 
upwards of 600 persons, consisting 
of the most eminent men in rank, 
science, and industry, of all coun- 
tries of Europe. In the French 
Exhibition of 1878, the Prince of 
Wales, who was the President of 
the English Commission, appointed 
Mr. Playfair as Chairman of the 
Finance Committee, which was 
charged with the executive work. 
On the establishment of the de- 
partment of Science and Art, in 
1853, he was appointed Joint Sec- 
retary with Mr. Henry Cole; but 
in 1866, when Mr. Cole assumed 
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the office of Secretary, he became 
Inspector-General of Government 
Museums and Schools of Science. 
In 1857 Professor Playfair was 
elected President of the Chemical 
Society of London, and in 1858 was 
appointed Professor of Chemistry 
in the University of Edinbui*gh, 
where he had the honour to num- 
ber among his pupils the Prince of 
Wales and Prince Alfred. Professor 
Playfair was much employed by 
various governments to report 
on subjects of public interest. In 
conjunction with Sir Henry De La 
Beche, he examined, at the desire 
of the Admiralty, into the suitable- 
ness of the coals of the United 
TCingdom for the purposes of the 
navy ; and mto the causes of acci- 
dents in mmes. He was one of the 
Eoyal Commissioners appointed on 
the appearance of the cattle plague 
in this country, and was chairman 
of the Eoyal Commission on the 
Eislieries of the Scottish coasts. 
This commission laid the basis 
for the withdrawal of legisla- 
tive restrictions on sea fisheries. 
He was president of the Civil Ser- 
vice Enquiry Comnnssion of 1874, 
which produced an elaborate scheme 
for the reorganization of the Civil 
Service. Dr. Lyon Playfair was 
elected as member of Parliament 
for the Umversities of Edinburgh 
and St. Andrews in the general 
election of 1868, and is a Liberal 
in politics. He held office in the 
Ministry of 1873-4, as Postmaster- 
General, and was then made Privy 
Councillor. After the general elec- 
tion of 1880, he was appointed 
Chairman of Ways and Means and 
Deputy-Speaker of the House of 
Commons. These offices he re- 
signed soon after the commence- 
ment of the Session of 1883, bemg 
on his retirement created a K.C B. 
He holds honorary appointments 
as one of H.M.'^s Commissioners in 
the Board of Manufactures, is one 
of the Eoyal Commissioners for the 
Exhibition of 1851, and in addition 
to being member of many learned 


societies, is Commander of the 
Legion of Honour ; Commander of 
the Austrian Order of Erancis 
Joseph , Knight of the Portuguese 
Order of the Conception j Knight 
of the Swedish Order of the Nor- 
thern Star, and Knight of Wur- 
temberg He was created LL.D 
of the University of Edinburgh, 
April 12, 1869 Dr. Playfair edited, 
conjointly with W. Gregory, Baron 
Liebig’s Chemistry in its Applica- 
tions to Agriculture and Physi- 
ology.” He IS the author of nu- 
merous scientific memoirs, and on 
general subjects he has published 

Science in its Eelations to 
Labour,” being a speech delivered 
at the anniversary of the People’s 
College, Sheffield, Oct. 25, 1853; 

On the Food of Man in relation 
to his Useful Work,” a lecture, 
1865 , On Primary and Techmcal 
Education,” two lectures, 1870 , 
" On Teaching Universities and 
Examining Boards,” being an ad- 
dress to the Philosophical Institu- 
tion of Edinburgh, 1872; "Uni- 
versities in their relation to 
Professional Education,” being an 
address to the St. Andrew’s Gradu- 
ates’ Association, 1873 ; and " The 
Progress of Sanitary Eeform,” an 
address delivered at the annual 
meeting of the Social Science Asso- 
ciation at Glasgow, 1874. 

PLUMPTEE, Charles John, 
eldest son of Edward H. Plumptre, 
of the Middle Temple, born in 1818, 
was called to the bar at Gray’s Inn 
in 1844. He was the first who 
originated the system of giving 
regular lectures on the various 
branches of professional elocution 
at the Univeassity of Oxford. From 
1866 to 1883 he filled the office of 
Lecturer on Public Speaking and 
Eeading at King’s College, in the 
Evening Classes Department. He 
has also been engaged to give 
similar lectures at Downing Col- 
lege, Cambridge ; the University of 
Durham; the Presbyterian Theo- 
logical College ; the Jews’ Collie ; 
Wellington College ; Christ’s Hos- 
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pital s and Madame Sainton Dolby's 
Vocal Academy. His lectures at 
Kmg's College have been published. 
He has also written articles in 
various periodical publications on 
the " Music of Speech/' and other 
subjects connected with elocution , 
and published his first work, “ Ox- 
ford Lectures on Elocution,” in 
1860 Mr. Plumptre is the elder 
brother of the Dean of Wells. 

PLDMPTBE, The Vert Eev. 
Edward BEates, D D , Dean of 
Wells, born Aug. 6, 1821, was 
scholar of Dmversity College, Ox- 
ford, where he graduated B.A 
(double first-class) in 1844, and 
M.A. in 1847. He became a Fellow 
of Brasenose College in 1844. He 
was appointed Chaplain at King's 
College, London, in 1847, Professor 
of Pastoral Theology there in 1853, 
Prebendary of St. Paul's in 1863, 
and Professor of the Exegesis of the 
Hew Testament in 1864. He was 
assistant Preacher at Lincoln's Inn 
from 1851 till 1858, Select Preacher 
at Oxford 1851-3, 1864-6, and 1872-3, 
and Boyle Lecturer in 1866-7. In 
1869 he was presented by the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury to the rectory 
of Pluckley, in Kent, and in 1873 
he became, by exchange with the 
Eev. E. J. Selwyn, vicar of Bickley, 
in that county. Mr. Plumptre was 
for four years (1869-74) one of the 
Old Testament Company of the 
Committee of Eevisers of the 
Authorised Version of the Bible 
appointed by Convocation . He was 
Gnnfield Lecturer on the Septua- 
gint at Oxford, 1872-4 j Examiner 
in the School of Theology at Oxford, 
1872-3,* and Principal of Queen's 
College, Harley Street, 1875-7. He 
was installed Dean of Wells, in 
succession to the late Dean John- 
son,^ Dec. 21, 1881. In 1876 he 
received the honorary degree of 
D.D. from the Dniversity of Glas- 
gow. He has written ''King's 
College Sermons,” 1859 ; "Lazarus, 
and other Poems,” 1864 j " Master 
and Scholar, &e.. Poems,” and 
" Sermons on Theology and L?f e,” 


1866 j " Christ and Christendom,” 
the Boyle Lectures for 1866, pub- 
hshed in 1867 , " Translation of 
Sophocles,” 1866 ; " ^schylus,” 

1870; "Biblical Studies,” 1870, 
2nd edit. 1873 ; " Eespice, Aspice, 
Prospice, and the Law of Progress 
in Theology,” 1876 ; " St. Paul in 
Asia Minor and at the Syrian 
Antioch,” 1877; "A popular expo- 
sition of the Epistles to the Seven 
Churches of Asia,” 1877; Hotes 
on the Book of Proverbs, in the 
"Speaker's Commentary,” papers 
in the Bible Educator, of which he 
was editor , and notes on the first 
three Gospels, in Bishop Ellicott's 
"New Testament Commentary for 
English readers.” He has also 
contributed articles to Dr. Smith's 
Dictionary of the Bible, the Quar- 
terly, Edinburgh, and Contemporary 
Reviews, the Expositor, Good Words, 
and the Sunday Magazine. 

PLDNKET, The Eight Hoh. 
David Eobert, M.P., Q.C., LL.D., 
IS the fourth son of the third Lord 
Plunket, and consequently a grand- 
son of the first Lord Plunket, the 
great orator and lawyer, who held 
the Great Seal in Ireland from 1830 
to 1834 and again from 1836 to 
1841. He was born Dec. 3, 1838, 
and was educated at Trinity Col- 
lege, Dublin, where he took his 
Bachelor’s degree in 1859. He was 
called to the Irish bar in 1862, and 
in 1868 was appointed "Law Ad- 
viser to the Castle at Dublin.” He 
was nominated a Q.C. in 1868. He 
was elected M.P. for theDniversity 
of Dublin in the Conservative 
interest in 1870, when he succeeded 
to the vacancy caused by the retire- 
ment of Mr Anthony Lefroy. Mr. 
Plunket was Solicitor-General for 
Ireland from Dec., 1874, to March, 
1877. He was Paymaster-General 
for a few weeks in 1880, when he 
was added to the Privy Council. 

PLDNKET (Lord) . The Most 
Eev. Wildiam Cohyngham Pldn- 
EBT, Bishop of Meath, second son 
of the third Lord Plunket, by 
Charlotte, daughter of the late 
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Biglit Hon. Charles Kendal Bnshe, 
•was "bom in 1828^ and succeeded to 
the title on the death of his father 
in 187 1 . He was formerly Treasurer 
of St. Patrick’s Cathedral, and for 
many years he was chaplain to his 
uncle, the Bishop of Tuam He 
was elected Bishop of Meath in 
Oct., 1876, in succession to the late 
Hr Butcher. 

PLYMOUTH, Bishop op. {See 

YAUaHAN.) 

POCHIN, Henr-st Davis, born 
at Wigston, Leicestershire, 1824, is 
the eldest son of William Pochin, 
Esq. He was educated at the Pro- 
prietary School, Leicester, and 
studied chemistry at the Pharma- 
ceutical Society, London. Subse- 
quently he commenced business m 
Manchester, as a manufacturing 
chemist, and soon afterwards dis- 
covered the means of completely 
decomposmg China clay (silicate of 
alumina) by sulphuric acid, which 
produced a rich salt of sulphate of 
alumina. That process he patented 
in 1865, ,and shortly afterwards 
introduced the material into com- 
merce, by the term "Aluminas 
Cake.” It is now used by almost 
all paper-makers in the world for 
siting paper. Another invention 
that Mr. Pochin patented m con- 
nection •vTith Mr. Edward Hunt, 
was the purification of rosin, by 
means of distillation j prior to this 
invention, rosin was always believed 
•ho be incapable of distillation with- 
out decomposition. Mr. Hunt and 
Mr. Pochin, however, discovered 
that i£ rosin is heated to 400 de- 
^es Pahrenheit, and steam in con- 
siderable quantities passed (blo'wn) 
through, it distik undeeomposed, 
and free from colour ; rosm refined 
by this process is now very largely 
used in the manufacture of the 
pale yellow soaps of commerce, 
being the foundation of almost all 
fancy soaps. Mr. Pochin has for 
many years taken an active part in 
connection with popular education 
both in Manchester and in Salford, 
of which latter place he was elected 


an Alderman in^ 1861, and again in 
1865. In 1866 he was elected Mayor 
of that Borough, and a second time 
in 1867. His name was also added 
to the Commission of the Peace for 
the county of Lancaster, and the 
city of Manchester* also m 1876 
for the county of Denbigh. At the 
general election of 1865, he unsuc- 
cessfully contested Stafford, in the 
Liberal interest, but at the general 
election of Dec., 1868, he was re- 
turned at the head of the poll, 
though on petition he was unseated. 
Mr. Pochin published a pamphlet 
on Parliamentary Reform in 1866. 

POCKNELL, Edwaei), was born 
at Heavitree, Exeter, Jan 7, 1837, 
being youngest son of the late 
Thomas Pocknell, formerly of 
Blackheath Hill, Kent, stockbroker, 
and treasurer of the parish of Green- 
wich. He was educated at the 
Mansion House (private) School, 
Exeter j was apprenticed at Exeter 
in 1852 as a repoi*ter on the Western 
Luminary , in 1854 was transferred 
as apprentice to Woolmer^s JSsseter 
and Plymouth Qaaette, Exeter ; and 
in 1857 was appointed to the Ma/rr 
Chester Guardian. About 1861 he 
transferred his services to the Man- 
chester Examiner. Mr Pocknell was 
shorthand secretary and chief clerk 
to the general manager of the Lon- 
don, Chatham, and Dover Railway 
from 1862 to 1869, and has since 
been engaged as a professional 
shorthand writer and reporter in 
London. He is the author of 
" Legible Shorthand,” published in 
Dec., 1880, a brief reporting system, 
in which the phonetic and ortho- 
graphic principles are optional, and 
in which the places of all vowels 
are shown in the outlines without 
•writing signs for them, "Common 
Shortl^d,” Nov., 1882, a system 
for office use, based on the former ; 
and several subsidiary works on 
"Legible Shorthand.” In 1881 he 
established the quarterly magazine 
" Shorthand,” and suggested to its 
readers the foundation of "The 
Shorthand Society,” now recognized 
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as a scientific society of tLe metro- 
polis^ engaged in the investigation 
of the bibliography of shorthand, 
and the discovery of a system for 
general use. He organized the 
Society at its formation in June, 
1881, and transferred to it the 
magazine. He is a member of 
Council of ''The Shorthand Society,” 
and "The Shorthand Writers^ As- 
sociation;” and hon. member of 
the "International Association of 
Shorthand Writers of the United 
States and Canada,” and of the 
" Scottish Shorthand Association.” 
Mr. Pocknell has contributed arti- 
cles on shorthand to the profes- 
sional journals and to Modern 
Thought. In 1859 he was chiefly 
instrumental in raising and equip- 
ping the " Press ” Company of the 
Third Manchester (40th Lancashire) 
Eafle Volunteers, and received a 
commission as ensign in that regi- 
ment, which he resigned in 1862. 

POLE, William, Mus Doc., 
P.E.S., E.R.S.E., civil engineer, 
was born in 1814. After following 
the profession for some years he 
was, in 1844, appointed by the East 
India Company Professor of Civil 
Engineering in Elphinstone College, 
Bombay. In 1847 he returned to 
London, devotmg his chief atten- 
tion to the mechanical branch of 
his profession. He took an active 
part in the provision of the mate- 
rials and stock for the great rail- 
way undertakings in India, and 
from 1871 to the present time he 
has been consulting engineer in 
England for the Imperial Railways 
of Japan. Since 1873 he has served 
on the council of the Institution of 
Civil Engineers. His chief repute 
in the profession has been on scien- 
tific grounds. Between 1859 and 
1867 he was Professor of Civil En- 
gineering at University College, 
London, and Lecturer at the Royal 
Engineer Establishment, Chath^. 
He served the O-overnment from 
1861 to 1864 as a member of the 
Iron Armour Committee ; from 
1863 to 1865 as a member of the 


Whitworth and Armstrong Q-un 
Committee ; from 1865 to 1867 as 
Secretary (appointed by her Ma- 
jesty) to the Royal Commission on 
Railways ; and from 1867 to 1869 as 
Secretary to that on Water Supply, 
afterwards undertaking important 
official investigations in regard to 
the supply of London. In 1870 he 
was nominated by the Board of 
Trade one of the Metropolitan Q-as 
Referees, which appointment he 
still holds. In 1882 he was ap- 
pointed by the Queen Secreta^^ to 
the Royal Commission for inquiring 
into the pollution of the River 
Thames In June, 1861, he was 
elected a Eellow of the Royal Society 
of London ; he has served twice on 
the council, and was Vice-President 
in 1876. He was elected mto the 
Royal Society of Edinburgh in 1877, 
and into the Athenaeum Club with- 
out ballot (as a scientific distinction) 
m 1864. He published in 1844 a 
quarto Treatise on the Steam En- 
gine; in 1848 a translation of a 
Q-erman work on the same subject ; 
in 1864 and 1870 Scientific Chapters 
in the Lives of Robert Stephenson 
and I. K. Brunei; in 1872 a treatise 
on Iron ; and in 1877 "The Life of 
Sir William Fairbairn, Bart.” He 
is also the author of a well-known 
scientific work on the game of 
Whist ; has written a great number 
of papers for scientific journals and 
periodicals ; and is a contributor to 
the Quarterly Review. He has also 
studied music, and has been an 
organ player and composer. He 
took, in 1860, the Osf ord degree of 
Bachelor, and in 1867 that of Doc- 
tor of Music, and remains a member 
of St. John's College in that Uni- 
versity. He has held for some 
years the office of Examiner in 
Music at the University of London. 
He is the author of " The Philoso- 
phy of Music,” 1879 ; and " The 
Story of Mozart's Requiem,” 1879. 

POLLOCK, Thb Hon. Sie 
Chablbs Edward, was bom Oct. 
21, 1823, and received his education 
atj St. Paul's School. When his 
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fatlierj the late Sir Prederick Pol- 
lockj was Attorney -G-eneral in 
1843-4^ Mi\ Pollock acted as his 
secretary, and on the elevation of 
his father to the position of Lord 
Chief Baron of the Exchequer in 
1844, Mr. Pollock hecame a pupil 
of the late Mr. Justice Willes, in 
whose chambers he remamed for 
nearly three years. Mr. Pollock 
was called to the bar in 1847, and 
was created a Queen's Counsel in 
1866. He was appointed a Baron 
of the Exchequer in succession to 
Mr. Baron Channell, resigned, in 
Jan. 1873, and soon afterwards re- 
ceived the honour of knighthood. 
Before his elevation to the Bench, 
he published several legal text- 
books, including a “Treatise on the 
Law of Merchant Shipping," and 
another on the “ Law and Practice 
of the County Courts." 

PONSONBT, Lieut - G-en. 
Henry Frederick, C.B., son of 
Major-G-eneral the Hon. Sir F. 
Ponsonby, was born at Corfu, in 
1826, and after receiving a profes- 
sion^ education at the Eoyal Mili- 
tary College, Sandhurst, was ap- 
pointed Ensign in the 49th Regi- 
ment in 1842. After being trans- 
ferred to the Grenadier Guards, he 
was appointed Aide-de-Camp to the 
Lord-Lieutenant of Ireland, and in 
1849 was made Private Secretary to 
the Earl of Clarendon, an office 
which he held under Lords St. Ger- 
mans and Carlisle while Yiceroys 
of Ireland. In 1855 he joined the 
Grenadier Guards in the Crimea, 
and served at the siege of Sebas- 
topol. On the conclusion of the 
war he was appointed Equerry to 
the Prince Consort, and after his 
Royal Highness's death, proceeded 
to Canada, where he commanded a 
battalion of the Grenadier Guards, 
On April 8, 1870, he was appointed 
Private Secretary to Her Majesty 
the Queen. On the death of Sir 
Thomas Biddulph he was appointed 
Eeeper of Her Majesty's Privy 
Purse in Oct., 1878. He is a Knight 
of the Third Class of .the Order of 


Medjidie, was created a Compamon 
of the Bath, Aug, 26, 1872, and was 
one of the Royal Commissioners for 
the Exhibition of 1851. 

POOLE, The Right Rev. Arthur 
William, Bishop of Japan, was edu- 
cated at Worcester College, Oxford 
(B A 1873 ; M.A. 1876). He was 
curate of St. Aldate, Oxford, from 
1876 to 1878 , master of the “Hoble" 
High School at Masuhpatam, in the 
presidency of Madras, from 1878 to 
1881; and was consecrated Bishop 
of the Church of England in Japan, 
by the Archbishop of Canterbury 
(Dr. Benson), in Lambeth Palace 
chapel, Oct. 18, 1883. 

PORTER, Admiral David 
Dixon, born in Pennsylvania, June 
8, 1814. He is the youngest son of 
Commodore David Porter, who com- 
manded the JEJssex frigate in the war 
with Great Britain in 1812-14. He 
entered the service as a midshipman, 
in Feb , 1829, and served in the 
Mediterranean until 1835, when he 
was employed for several years in 
the coast survey and river explora- 
tions, and became a Lieutenant in 
1841. At the close of 1845 he was 
placed on special duty at the Ob- 
servatory at Washington, which 
position he resigned in 1846, in 
order to take part in the Mexican 
war. At the outbreak of the civil 
war, in 1861, he was promoted to 
’the rank of Commander, and at the 
beginning of 1862 the mortar fleet 
for the reduction of the forts below 
Hew Orleans was placed under his 
orders, the entire naval force being 
commanded by Commodore Farra- 
gut. After the capture of Hew 
Orleans he proceeded up the river 
with his fleet, and was engaged in 

which was raised Ji§y 22, 1862. !)& 
the summer of 1863, during the 
second siege of Yioksburg, he bom- 
barded the works, and rendered 
materialassistanee to General Gmnt, 
who commanded the besieging army, 
until the occupation of tibat strong- 
hold, July 4. For this he was made 
Rear-Admiral. Admiral Porter was 
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employed m several important ex- 
peditions, especially in the two com- 
bined attacks on Port Fisher, which 
commands the approaches to Wil- 
mington, ISTorth Carolina. The first 
of these, at the close of 1864, mis- 
carried. The second, in Jan., 1865, 
was completely successful. Admi- 
ral Porter was advanced to the rank 
of Vice-Admiral July 25, 1866, and 
after the death of Admiral Farra- 
gut was promoted, Oct. 17, 1870, to 
the rank of Admiral, which carries 
with it the command of the entire 
navy of the United States, subject 
only to the President. Prom 1866 
to 1870 he was Superintendent of 
the U. S. Naval Academy at Anna- 
polis. 

POETEE, JosiAS Leslie, D.B , 
LL.D., was born Oct. 4, 1823, at 
Burt, CO. Donegal, Ireland, being the 
youngest son of Lieutenant Wilham 
Porter. He was educated at the Uni- 
versity of G-lasgow (B A. 1842 ; M A. 
1843), afterwards at the University 
of Edinburgh, and the Free Church 
College. He was ordained in the 
Presbyterian Church of England m 
1846. He married, in 1849, Margaret 
Eainey, youngest daughter of the 
Eev. Henry Cooke, D.D., LL.D., of 
Belfast. He went on a mission to 
Syria, in 1849, and travelled exten- 
sively through Palestine, Arabia, 
Egypt, Asia Minor, Greece, and 
Algeria. On his return to Ireland, 
he was appointed Professor of Bib- 
lical Criticism in the Assembly’s 
CoEege, Belfast. He was Modera- 
tor of the General Assembly in 
1875. He was appointed by Parlia- 
ment Commissioner of Intermediate 
Education (Ireland) in 1878, and 
nominated by the Crown President 
of Queen’s College, Belfast, and 
Senator of the Queen’s University 
in 1879 ; and Senator of the Eoyal 
University of Ireland in 1880. He 
received the hon. degrees of D.D. 
from the University of Edinburgh 
in 1864; of LL.D. from the Univer- 
sity of Glasgow in 1864 ; and of D. 
Lit. from the Queen’s University in 
1881. He is the author of ^'Five 


Years in Damascus,” 2 vols., 1855 ; 
'^Handbook for Syria and Pales- 
tine,” 1858, and subsequent edi- 
tions; “The Pentateuch and the 
Gospels,” 1864; “ The Giant Cities 
of Bashan,” 1865, and subsequent 
editions ; “ The Life and Times of 
Dr. Cooke,” 1871, and subsequent 
editions, “The Pew and Study 
Bible,” 1876 ; articles in Smith’s 
“ Dictionary of the Bible ; ” Kitto’s 

Cyclopaedia of Biblical Litera- 
ture,” 8rd edit.; the “Encyclo- 
paedia Britannica,” 8th edit ; the 
American “ Bibhotheca Sacra,” and 
Princeton Review; and Journal of 
Sacred Literature. Dr. Porter was 
largely engaged in organizing the 
great scheme of Intermediate Edu- 
cation in Ireland, when he was ap- 
pointed Commissioner by Her Ma- 
jesty’s Government , and in ar- 
ranging the courses and preparing 
the programme of examinations for 
the Eoyal University, in which he 
has been from the first a member of 
the Standing Committee of the 
Senate 

POETEE, Noah, D.D., LL.D., 
was born at Farmington, Connecti- 
cut, Dec. 14, 1811. A.B (Tale Coll.), 
1831. He taught school at New 
Haven from 1831 to 1833, and was 
a tutor at Yale from 1833 to 1835, 
studying theology at the same 
time. In 1836 he was ordained 
pastor of the Congregational Church 
at New Milford, Connecticut, and 
in 1843 was settled at Springfield, 
Massachusetts. He returned to Y ale 
as professor of metaphysics and 
moral philosophy in 1846, and on 
the resignation of Dr. Woolscy in 
1871 was elected iiresident of Yale. 
He is author of “Historical Dis- 
courses,” 1810; “The Educational 
Systems of the Puritans and the 
Jesuits Compared,” 1851 ; “ The 
Human Intellect,” 1868; “Books 
and Beading,” 1870; ^'American 
Colleges and the American Public,” 
1870 ; “ Elements of Intellectual 
Philosophy,” 1871 ; and “ The 
Science of Nature versus the Science 
of Man,” 1871. Dr. Porter has been

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■^lie principal editor of the latest 
I’e vised editions of Webster’s Dic- 
tionary/’ 1880.

POTT, The Yen. Alfred, B D., 
bom at Norwood, Surrey, Sept 30, 
1822, was educated at Eton, cUid at 
Balliol and Magdalen Colleges, Ox- 
ford. He was appointed Vicai’ of 
Cuddesdon in 1852 , first Principal 
of the Theological College there in 
1853 , Rector of East Hendred, 
Berks, in 1858 , Vicar of Abingdon 
in 1868, Archdeacon of Berkshire 
in 1870 , Chaplain to the Bishop of 
Oxford in 1873 , Vicar of Clifton 
Hampden, Oxfordshire, in 1874, 
and Vicar of Sonnmg, Berks, in 1882 , 
Chaplain to the Bishop of Oxford 
1 873 Archdeacon Pott is the author 
of "‘‘Confirmation Lectures/’ 1850; 
"" Village Sermons,” 1867 , and seve- 
ral "" charges,” sermons, and tracts 
POTTER, George, was born at 
Kenilworth in 1882. He was ap- 
prenticed to a carpenter and joiner 
at Coventry, where he worked seve- 
ral years after he had learned his 
trade He came to London in 1853, 
and obtained employment as a 
journeyman joiner in the large firm 
of Myers and Son, after which he 
worked at several large firms, and, 
as an experienced mechanic, always 
obtaining the highest wages. In 
1857 the workmen in the building 
trades commenced an agitation for 
a reduction in their hours of labour, 
and Mr. Potter was sent as a dele- 
gate to represent the carpenters and 
joiners, when he soon attracted 
attention by his argumentative 
and practic^ speeches, and sub- 
sequently he was elected Secre- 
tary. The great lock-out in the 
building trades of Aug., 1859, oc- 
curred, and he was called from his 
trade to conduct the movement on 
behalf of the workmen. During 
the contest, which lasted twenty- 
seven weeks, Mr. Potter gave g^eat 
satisfaction to the men by the tact 


and judgment which he displayed 
and the manner in which he brought 
about the withdrawal of the ""odious 
document” by the employers. After 
this Mr Potter established the Ree- 
kive, an organ of labour on behalf 
of working-men The paper has 
lately changed its name to the In- 
dustrial Remew, and is ably con- 
ducted by him In the columns of 
this iiaper, and at meetings held in 
every largo town in the country, he 
has advocated and defended trade 
unions, and has been one of the 
principal persons to attain for these 
organizations their present position 
of power and infiuence. Mr. Potter 
took a very prominent part in the 
Reform movement of 1867, durmg 
which time he was President of the 
London Working Men’s Association, 
and he got up and superintended 
the great Trades’ Reform Demon- 
stration on Dec. 3, 1866, when 80,000 
of the London artisans walked 
through the streets with bands and 
banners. Mr. Potter has taken 
part in all the social and political 
movements of the working classes 
dming the last twenty years, and 
his services were recognized by the 
working men of London and the 
country in 1866, when they pre- 
sented him with an address and a 
purse containing ^300 He is a 
member of the London School Board 
for the city of Westminster, having 
been elected in Nov., 1873, second 
on the poll by 8,120 votes, and he 
was re-elected in 1876. At the gene- 
ral election, 1874, he was a candi- 
date for a seat in Parliament at 
Peterborough, but was unsuccess- 
ful, owing to seven candidates going 
to the poll, he was, however, the 
third highest Liberal candidate on 
the poll. He is the author of articles 
on Capital and Labour, and Trades’ 
Unions and Co-operation; and is 
now publishing a series of social 
andpolitical "" Tracts for the Reople,” 
which are being largely circulated. 

POUYER-QUERTIER, Augus- 
tin Thomas, a French statesman, 
born Sept. 3, 1820, at EtouttevUle- 
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en-Caux (Seine-Inf erxeure) Alarg ‘0 
inannfaeturer^ he heeamej in 1S5 1-^ 
Maire of Flenry-snx- Andelle^ which 
he also represented in the Conseil 
General. Subsequently he became 
a member of the Chamber of Com- 
merce at Eouen , administrator of 
the Bank of Prance (branch of the 
Seine-Inferieure) ,• and President of 
the committee formed for the relief 
of the workmen engaged in the 
manufacture of cotton In 1857 
and 1863 he was elected a Deputy 
in the Corps Legislatif in the 
government interest for the first 
cmconseription for the department 
of the Seine-Inferieure. M. Pou- 
yer-Quertier rendered himself very 
conspicuous by the pertinacity with 
which he opposed the doctrines of 
Free Trade, especially as applied to 
the Treaty of Commerce with Eng- 
land, and by his unspai'ing exposm?e 
of the abuses of the great financial 
and railway companies in Prance. 
In consequence he lost the support 
of the government, and at the 
general election of May, 1869, 
failed to secure his re-election. 
After the fall of the empire, M. 
Pouyer-Quertier was returned to 
the National Assembly, and was 
intrusted by M. Thiers with the 
conduct of the negotiations with 
Germany respectmg the Alsace- 
Lorraine treaties, which, in Oct., 
1871, he brought to a successful 
issue. He was promoted to be a 
Grand Officer of the Legion of 
Honour, Oct. 20, 1871 He was 
elected a Senator in Jan , 1876 , his 
term of office expired in 1882. 

POTNTEE, Edwabd John, 
E A., was born at Pans, March 20, 
1836, being son of Mr. Ambrose 
Poynter, architect. He was edu- 
cated at Westminster School, and 
at Ipswich Grammar School , after- 
wards he studied art in English 
schools from 1854 to 1856, and 
under Gleyre in Paris from 1856 to 
to 1859. He was made an Associate 
of the Eoyal Academy in Jan., 
1869 j a member of the Belgian 
Water-Colour Society, in 1871 ; and 


was apiioiuted Slade Professor of 
Art at University College, Gower 
Street, London, in May, 1871, the 
appointment being renewed in 1873 
for four years. He was elected a 
Eoyal Academician, June 29, 1876 
Mr Poynter exhibited at the Eoyal 
Academy, “ Israel m Egypt, 1867 , 

The Catapult,"^ 1868 •, JPerseus 
and Andromeda,'^ 1872 ; “ More of 
More Hall and the Dragon,^^ 1873 , 
"Ehodope,'^ 1871 ; The PestivaV^ 
and The Golden Age/' 1875 ; 

Atalanta's Eace,'^ 1876, “The 
Portune-Tellor,'^ his diiiloma pic- 
ture, 1877, and Zenobia captive,” 
1878. He also painted cartoons for 
the mosaic of St. George in the 
Westminster Palace, 1869 , designed 
the architectural and tile decora- 
tions for the grill-room at South 
Kensington, 1868-70 , painted a 
fresco in St. Stephens Church, 
Dulwich, 1872-3 ; and has exhibited 
many other smaller works in the 
Academy and Dudley Water-Colour 
Exhibition. Por several years he 
was Director for Art and Principal 
of the National Art Training 
School at South Kensington, but 
he resigned that office in July, 
1881, though he consented to con- 
tinue his connection with the De- 
partment as Visitor of the Training 
School. He IS the author of " Ten 
Lectm*es on Art,” 1879. 

PEATI, Giovanni, one of the 
most popular of living Italian 
poets, was born Jan. 27, 1815, at 
Dascindo, on the southern slope of 
the Tyrolese Alps, and studied law 
in the University of Padua. His 
first poem, a melancholy love-story, 
entitled " Edmenegarda,” appeared 
at Milan in 1841, and met with a 
success so decided that its author 
resolved to quit Padua and to 
abandon the legal profession, in 
order to devote himself exclusively 
to literature. His Canti Lirici,” 

Canti per il Popolo,” and " Bal- 
late,” were quite as popular as his 
first work. They were followed in 
rapid succession by "Nuovi Canti,"'"' 
^'Memori e Lacrime,” Letters a

Has Canti PoEtioi/^ pulDlislied in 
1849> and some other works of Ms 
composed ahont tMs period^ gave 
animated expression to the aspira- 
tions of Italian liberalism, but in 
Ms later works Signor Prati, tired 
with the ever-changing influences 
of passing events, has sought to 
develop a philosopMcal idea in each 
of Ms poems — “Eodolfo/^ "La 
Battaglia d" Imera/^ " Satania e le 
G-razie,” published in 1855, and "II

Savoy, King of Spain," 1871. On 
Ms appointment by the late Kmg 
Charles Albert as Poet-Laureate 
(Poeta Cesareo) to the Eoyal House 
of Savoy, in 1849, Signor Prati 
took up his residence at Tui*m He 
was elected a deputy in the Italian 
Parliament in Dec., 1862. In 1876 
he was created a Senator of the 
kingdom of Italy. 

PEEHDEEGAST, John Pa- 
trick, was born at Dublin, March 7, 
1808, and educated under the Eev. 
Dr. Eichard Valpy at Eeading 
Eoyal Grammar School prior to 
graduating at Trinity College, 
Dublin. He was called to the 
Irish bar in 1830 j was appointed 
Commissioner in 1865 jointiy with 
the Very Eev. Dr. Eussell, Presi- 
dent of Maynooth, by Lord Eomilly, 
Master of the Eolls, to select Offi- 
cial Papers regarding Ireland from 
the Carte Collection of Papers in 
the Bodleian Library, Oxford ; and 
in 1870, with the Very Eev. Dr. 
Eussell, to calendar the State 


Papers (Ireland) of James I. Mr. 
Prendergast is author of "The 
Cromwellian Settlement of Ire- 
land," 1865 ; 2nd edit., 1870 He 
has contributed papers to the 
Journal of the Historical and Arch- 
aeological Association of Ireland, 
and the Eoyal Historical Society of 
Great Britain He is an honorai*y 
member of the latter Society and 
of the Hew England Historic- 
Genealogical Society. Mr. Pren- 
dergast has just edited a work by 
the late Charles Hahday, of Monks- 
town Park, co.

PEESSE]SrS]i),EDMONr> de,D D., 
a Protestant minister, born at Paris, 
Jan. 27, 1824, pursued his studies 
in that city, at Lausanne, under 
Professor Yinet, and at the Univer- 
sities of Halle and Berlin On his 
return to Paris he was appointed 
pastor of the Taitbout Chapel, where 
he soon gained a high reputation as 
a preacher. He received the degree 
of D D. from the University of 
Breslau in 1863 He sat in the 
national Assembly as a deputy for 
the department of the Seine from 
July, 1871, till tliG close of the year 
1875, and he was elected a Life 
Senator, Hov. 17, 1883. Of his 
numerous works the following have

PRESTWICH, Joseph, MA., 
F R S., the descendant of an old 
Lancashire family, was born at 
Pensbury, Clapham, near London, 
March 12, 1812. He was educated 
at various preparatory schools, and 
in Paris , Dr. Yalp;ps, Reading , 
and finally at University College, 
London. His tastes would have led 
him to choose a profession, but cir- 
cumstances obliged him to engage 
in active business in the City Mr. 
Prestwich"s first works were papers 
on the Ghinirie Ichthvolites, and 
Shells in the Till of Banffshire, and 
on the Geology of Coalbrook Dale, 
published in the Transactions of the 
Geological Society, 1835 5 this was 
followed by a series of papers on 
Tertiary Geology, published in the 
Journal of the Geological Society, 
and by two papers on the Quater- 
nary beds of the valley of the 
Somme, published in the Philoso- 
phical Transactions, in which he 
was the first to show on sufficient 
geological evidence the validity of 
the fact, so often and so unsuccess- 
fully brought forward by many 
observers on the Continent and in 
this country, of the contempora- 
neity of man with the extinct mam- 
malia. He IS also the author of 
a little work on the geology of the 
neighbourhood of London, entitled 
The Ground beneath us,"" as well 
as of a more elaborate work, " The 
Water-bearing Strata of the Coun- 
try around London."" In 1849 the 
Geological Society awarded him the 
Wollaston Medal for his researches 
on the coalfield of Coalbrook Dale, 
and those on the tertiary districts 
of London and Hampshire . In 1865 
the Royal Society awarded him a 
Royal Medal for his contributions 
to geological science, and more 


especially for his paper in the 
Philosophical Transactions '^On the 
Occimrence of Flint Implements 
associated with the remains of 
animals of extinct species in beds 
of a late geological period in Prance 
and in England , "" and that On 
the Theoretical Considerations on 
the Conditions under which the 
Drift deposits containing the re- 
mains of extinct Mammalia and 
Flint Implements were accumu- 
lated, and on their geological age."" 
He served on the Royal Coal Com- 
mission of 1866, for which he drew 
up two of the separate reports , and 
on the Royal Commission on Water 
Supply of 1867. He was President 
of the Geological Society 1870-72 ; 
Vice-President of the Royal Society 
1870-71. In 1872 he retired from 
business. In 1874 the Institution 
of Civil Engineers awarded him a 
Telford Medal and premium for his 
paper on the "Geological Condi- 
tions affecting the Construction of 
a Tunnel between England and 
France."" He was appointed Pro- 
fessor of Geology at Oxford, June 
29, 1874, in succession to the late 
Professor Phillips, and his inau- 
gural lecture was pubhshed under 
the title of " The Past and Future 
of Geology,"" 1876. In 1876, in 
investigatmg the conditions for a 
better water-supply, he pointed out 
that there was under Oxford an 
abundant source of mineral water, 
allied to, but stronger than those of 
Cheltenham and Leamington. 

PRETORIA, Bishop op. See 
Bouspibld. 

PRICE, The Rev. Bartholomew, 
M.A., F.R.S., son of the late Rev. 
William Price, rector of Coin St. 
Dennis, Gloucestershire, where he 
was born in 1818, was educated at 
Pembroke College, Oxford, and gra- 
duated B.A. in 1840, taking first- 
class honours in mathematics. He 
was elected Fellow of his college, 
and was afterwards appointed Tutor, 
and has several times been one of 
the Public Examiners in Mathe- 
matical and Physical Science. He 
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was appointed Sedleian Professor 
of ISTatural Philosopliy at Oxford in 
1853, and is a member of tlie Heb- 
domadal Council, a Curator of the 
Bodleian Library, an honorary Eel- 
low of Queen's College, Oxford, a 
member of the Ooverning Body of 
Winchester College, and a visitor of 
Greenwich Observatory He is the 
author of a work on the Infinitesimal 
Calculus, including separate trea- 
tises on Lifierential Calculus, In- 
tegral Calculus, Statics, and Dyna- 
mics, published at the Clarendon 
Press in 1831 j-65. 

PEICE, BoNAirsr, M.A., born in 
Guernsey, May 22, 1807, was edu- 
cated under private tutors, and at 
Worcester College, Oxford, where 
he obtained a double first-class in 
classics and mathematics in Dec, 
1829, and proceeded to the degree 
of M A. He was appointed As- 
sistant-Master in Eugby School m 
Eeb., 1830, and Professor of Political 
Economy in the University of 
Oxford m Eeb., 1868. Professor 
Price is the author of The Anglo- 
Catholic Theory,” reprinted from 
the Edinburgh Review of Oct., 1851 , 
“ The Principles of Currency, Lec- 
tures delivered before the XJniver- 
sity of Oxford,” 1869 , " Of Cimrency 
and Banking,” 1876 ; " Practical 
Political Economy,” 1878 , an Ad- 
dress as President of the Economi- 
cal Department of the Social Science 
Congress at Cheltenham, 1878; and 
a second at Nottingham, 1882 ; and 
many articles in reviews and maga- 
zines. 

PEIESTLEY, William Over- 
end, M.D., born near Leeds, York- 
shire, June 24, 1829, is the son of 
Joseph Priestley, Esq., grand- 
nephew of the celebrated chemist 
Joseph Priestley, LL.D. He was 
educated at the ITniversity of Edin- 
burgh, and took the degree of M.D. 
in 1853. Besides other academic 
distinctions, he was Senate Gold 
Medallist at his graduation, this 
being the highest honour of the 
University, and awai’ded only for 
original researches. Settling in 


London as a physician in 1856, he 
became one of the lecturers at the 
Grosvenor Place School of Medicine. 
Somewhat later he was appointed 
Lecturer on Midwifery at the Mid- 
dlesex Hospital, and in 1862 Pro- 
fessor of Obstetric Medicine m 
King's College, London, and Physi- 
cian to King's College Hospital 
He IS now Consulting Physician to 
King's College Hospital Dr. Priest- 
ley IS a member of the Eoyal 
College of Surgeons of England , a 
Eellow of the Eoyal College of Phy- 
sicians both in London and Edin- 
bxu'gh, a Eellow of King's College, 
a member of the Council of Kmg's 
College, and member of various 
learned societies. He has held the 
office of Examiner for the prescribed 
term of years both in the Univer- 
sity of Loudon, the Eoyal College 
of Physicians, and the Eoyal CoUege 
of Surgeons. In 1873 and 1876 he 
was President of the Obstetrical 
Society of London Dr. Priestley 
IS the author of a work “ On 
the Development of the Gravid 
Uterus,” and joint editor of Sir J. 
Y Simpson's '^Obstetric Works ; ” 
and has written various papers on 
natural history and medicine. He 
was one of the Physicians-Accou- 
cheur to H.E.H. the late Princess 
Louis of Hesse (Alice of Great 
Britain) having been commissioned 
by the Queen to attend her daugh- 
ter at Darmstadt. He is also one 
of the Physicians- Accoucheur . o 
H E H the Princess Christian of 
Schleswig-Holstein. 

PEINSEP, Valentine C, 
A E A., painter, was born in India, 
Eeb. 14, 1838, and educated at 
Haileybury College. He was ori- 
ginally intended for the Indian 
Civil Service, but he preferred the 
profession of artist. His paintings, 
which occupy a prominent place in 
the annual Exhibition of the Eoyal 
Academy, are of a high order, and 
remarkable for a power and vigour 
of design, and beauty of colouring 
very rare in modem days. He has 
published a bodk of his travels in 
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India, entitled ^"Imperial India/" 
giving an account of his visits to 
the Courts of the various Princes of 
that Empire who figured in the 
picture of the Assemblage of Delhi, 
now hanging in Buckingham Pa- 
lace. This picture was presented 
to the Queen by the Indian nation. 
It was exhibited in the Poyal Aca- 
demy Exhibition in 1880 Mr. 
Prinsep was elected an A.E.A. Jan 
22, 1879. 

PRIOE, Eiohard Chandlee 
Alexandbb, M.D , E.L.S , born at 
Corsham, Wilts, in 1809, and educa- 
ted at Charterhouse and at Wadham 
College, Oxford. He is a Fellow of the 
Royal College of Physicians of Lon- 
don and of several learned societies 
Dr. Prior is the translator of An- 
cient Danish Ballads,"" and the 
author of Popular Names of Bri- 
tish Plants."" 

PRITCHARD, The Rev. 
Cbables, D.D., F.R.S., F.G-.S , 
born about 1808, graduated B A , 
in 1830 as fourth Wrangler at St. 
John"s College, Cambridge, of which 
society he was elected a Fellow. 
He is well known in the scientific 
world, and has written various 
treatises, some of which are pub- 
lished in the Transactions of the 
Royal Astronomical Society. 
Amongst these may be mentioned, 
'"■A Treatise Statical Couples,"" 
''On the Figure of the Earth,"" 
"On the Conjunctions of Jupiter 
and Saturn,"" and a " Paper on an 
Improved Method of using Mercury 
for Astronomical Purposes."" He 
wrote the article, " The Star of the 
Magi,"" in the Biblical Dictionary, 
and several se monsj more parti- 
cularly one pieached before the 
British Associaiion at Nottingham 
in 1866. He was elected President 
of the Royal 'V.stronomical Society 
in Jan., 1866 ; Hulsean Lecturer at 
Cambridge in Feb., 1867; and 
Savilian Professor of Astronomy at 
Oxford, Feb. 10, 1870. At his 
urgency the University of Oxford 
have recently erected an Observa- 
tory, provided with lecture-rooms 


and all necessary apiiliances for the 
instruction of the students, and for 
original researches. 

PROCTOR, Richaed Anthony, 
B A., was born at Chelsea, March 
23, 1837, and in boyhood was edu- 
cated chiefly at home, having had 
bad health for several years , sub- 
sequently he pursued his studies 
at King’s College, London, and St. 
John’s College, Cambridge. He 
graduated as 23i*d Wrangler in 1860. 
He was appointed an honorary Fel- 
low of King’s College, London, in 
1873, and Fellow of the Royal As- 
tronomical Society, in 1866 He 
was appointed Honorary Secretary 
of that society, and editor of its 
Proceedings, in Feb , 1872, but re- 
signed these offices in Nov., 1873. 
He has at no time been a candidate 
for any appointment or salaried 
office of any kind, and he has not 
proceeded to his M A. degree, for 
the reason that it is not, like the 
B. A degree (at l^ast at Cambridge), 
a title representing work done, but 
money paid. H iving analysed re- 
sults collected by the Herschcls, 
Struve, and others, and carried out 
a series of original researches, in- 
cluding the construction of a chart 
of 324,000 stars, Mr. Proctor was 
led to a new theory of the structui-e 
of the Stellar Universe; investi- 
gated the conditions of the Transits 
of Venus in 1874 and 1882, and pub- 
lished many illustrative charts. 
He maintained, on theoretical 
gx’ounds, in 1869, the since estab- 
lished theory of the solar corona, 
and also that of the inner complex 
solar atmosphere afterwards dis- 
covered by Young of America. Mr. 
Proctor lectured on astronomy in 
America in 1873-74. He again 
visited the United States in 1875, 
and after an absence of seven 
months, dui’ing which period he 
delivered 142 lectures, he returned 
to England in May, 1876. In Nov., 
1875, Mr. Proctor announced, in a 
letter to the New York Tribune, 
that he had severed his connection 
with the Roman Catholic Church, 
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to .wliicli lie liad been a convert of 
some years’ standing. The theolo- 
gians of the Cbnrob, be intimated, 
bad convinced bim tbat tbe bolding 
of certain scientific views was in- 
compatible witb loyalty to tbe faitb. 
As however be was convinced tbat 
those scientific views were in tbe 
main correct, be, acting on bis 
private and individual judgment, 
thought be bad no alternative but 
to abandon tbe Church. His works 
are Saturn and its System,” 
1S65, '"Handbook of Stars,” and 
" G-nomonic Star Atlas,” 1866 
" Constellation Seasons, Sun Views 
of tbe Earth,” 1867 ; “Half -hours 
with tbe Telescope,” 1868 ; “ Half- 
hours with Stars,” 1869 j “ Other 
Worlds than Ours: tbe Plurality 
of Worlds studied under tbe light 
of recent Scientific Eesearobes,” 
witb large Star Atlas, 1870, 4tb 
edit, 1878 j “Tbe Sun,” “Light 
Science for Leisure Hours,” and 
“ Elementary Astronomy,” 1871 j 
“Orbs around Us,” “Elementary 
Geography,” “ School Atlas of 
Astronomy,” and “Essays on Astro- 
nomy,” 1872, “Tbe Moon,” “Bor- 
derland of Science,” “Expanse of 
Heaven,” and 2nd series of “ Light 
Science,” 1873; “Universe and 
doming Transits,” and “Transits 
of Venus,” 1874, 3rd edit., 1878; 
and “A Treatise on tbe Cycloid 
and all Forms of Oydoidal Curves, 
and on tbe Use of Cycloidal Curves 
in deabng witb tbe Motions of 
Planets, Comets, &o.,and of Matter 
projected from the Sun,” 1878. 

PETJSSIA, Ki3sra of. (See Wil- 
liam.) 

P TJ L L I H G , Aljexaitdbe, Ser- 
jeant-at-Law, son of tbe late Capt. 
G. C. Pulling, E.H., born at St. 
Arvan’s, Monmouthshire, in 1815, 
was educated at a private school, 
and afterwards at Merchant Tay- 
lors’ School Mr. Pulling was called 
to the bar at tbe Inner Temple in 
1843 ; was made a Serjeant-at-Law, 
1863 , and is one of tbe leaders of 
tbe South Wales circuit. He was 
appointed a revising barrister in 


1857, a magistrate for Gloucester- 
shire in 1867, and has frequently 
acted as Deputy-Judge of County 
Courts, and Judge under tbe Welsh 
Circuit Commissions. He effectu- 
ally aided tbe Commissioners of 
Inquiry into tbe Corporation of 
London, 1853, as fully appears by 
their report ; and many of bis sug- 
gestions as to the local government 
of London, private bill legislation, 
and electioneering bribery, have 
been quoted with approbation in 
Parliament. Mr. Serjeant Pulling 
originated tbe useful reform in our 
law reporting system, which is now 
carried out by tbe Council of Law 
Eeporting. He is a working mem- 
ber of tbat body, one of tbe senior 
members of tbe Law Amendment 
Society, and of tbe jurisprudence 
department of the National Asso- 
ciation for Promotmg Social Science 
Since 1863 be has been one of the 
managmg trustees of tbe Stamford 
Mercu'i'y. He was in 1855 appomted 
to act as senior commissioner in 
carrying into effect tbe Metropolis 
Management Act ; and in 1866 was 
an unsuccessful candidate for the 
representation of Boston. He is 
tbe author of a “Treatise on tbe 
Laws, Customs, and Franchises of 
tbe City of London,” 1842; “The 
Order of tbe Coif,” 1883 , and other 
works; pamphlets on tbe subject 
of local government, private bill 
legislation, corrupt practices at 
elections, trial by jury, reform of 
tbe law reports, crime and crimi- 
nals, public prosecutor; and articles 
in the lEdinburgh Bev%cw and Law 
Review and Magazine. 

PHVIS DE CHAVANNES, 
Pierre, a French painter, was bom 
at Lyons, Dec. 14, 1824. He be- 
came a pupil of Henri Scheffer and 
Couture, and devoted himself spe- 
cially to mural and decorative 
painting. His first considerable 
work was a series of five composi- 
tions intended for the dining-room 
of bis brother. One of these, “ Hn 
Eetour de Cbasse,” was exhibited 
at the Salon of 1859. In 1861 he 
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exMbited Paix” and “La, 

Guerre These two subjects won 
for bim bis jBlrst public success 
They were destined for the Museum 
at Ami p.ns ; and two others of the 
same series^ "Le Travail” and ''Le 
Eepos,” appeared at the Salon of 
1863 These decorations were com- 
pleted by twelve colossal figures, 
and an allegorical representation 
of the Department of the Somme 

Ave Pioardia 17utrix/M865. He 
has also exhibited “L^Automne,” 
1864 ; " La Nuit,” which attracted 
great attention; ‘‘^La Vigilance” 
and “ La FantaisiCj” 1866 ; Le 
Jen,” 1868 ; '' MassiHa,” 1869 

" Massilia ” was one of a series of 
decorations executed for the Mu- 
seum of Marseilles, and shortly 
after this date M. de Chavannes 
began to treat a different order of 
subjects, but his “ St. John ” and 
his ^‘’Ville de Paris pendant le 
Si^ge,” showed that the path of 
mystical allegory was foreign to 
the character of his talent, and in 
the "Scenes from the Life of St. 
Genevieve,” which occupied him 
for four years at the Pantheon, he 
returned to the style and nature of 
his earlier compositions. 

PTAT, PjSlix, political writer 
and dramatist, born at Vierzon, 
Oct. 4, 1810, received an excellent 
education, studied law at Paris, 
and was admitted an advocate in 
1831. Coniiary to the wishes of 
his friends, he devoted himself to 
hterature, and after writing for the 
Figaro and the Charivari, was at- 
tached to the Siicle. As an author 
he is best known by his dramas, 
such as “ Mathilde,” " Diog^ne,” 
and "Le Chiffonnier de Paris,” 
which ac<iuired considerable popu- 
larity on account of the poHtical 
allusions they contain. At the out- 
break of the revolution of 1848, he 
abandoned literature for politics, 
joining the ranks of Ledru EoUm, 
with whom he went into exile. Hih 
political views are developed in his 
work, " Le Droit du Travail,” pub- j 
lished in 1848, and he addressed I 


"The Letter of the Jersey Exiles 
to the Queen of England,” after 
the return of Her Majesty from her 
visit to Prance in 1855. He was 
tried for some political offence be- 
fore the Correctional Police in 
Paris, and was sentenced joar contu- 
mace to a fine and imprisonment in 
1861. Soon after the establishment 
6f the Eepublic in 1870, he returned 
to Paris, and became one of the 
leaders of the Communists, and 
the editor of several revolutionary 
journals, such as the Combat and the 
Vengeur. In March, 1873, he was 
condemned to death, par contumace, 
having been indicted for incitement 
to civil war, partisanship in the in- 
surrection of the Commune, and 
complicity in the massacre of the 
hostages. The amnesty of July 14, 
1880, permitted him to return to 
Paris. 

PYCEOPT, The Eev. James, 
born in 1813, took his B.A. degree 
at Trinity College, Oxford, in 1836, 
and was incumbent of St. Mary's, 
Barnstaple, from 1845 till 1856. He 
is principally known as having 
written " Twenty Tears in the 
Church,” 1859, and " Elkerton^ 
Eectory,'’ 1860, which have been"^ 
widely circulated among church- 
men of every party. His "Agony 
Point,” in 1861, and " Dragon's 
Teeth,” in 1863, have both had a 
large circulation; the former con- 
taining a warning against living at 
Agony Point,” as to debts and 
other difficulties; the" latter show- 
ing the crop of pernicious habits 
wmch spring from a defective sys- 
tem in modern education. His 
other works are " Eemarks on 
School Education,” and "Student's 
Guide to Dniversity Honours,” 
1842 ; " Greek Grammar Practice,” 
and "Latin Grammar Practice,” 
1844; "Collegian's Guide;” "Ee- 
coUections of College Life,” 1845 ; 
and "Ways and Works of Men of 
Letters,” 1860. 

PYNE, Louisa, a popular English 
singer, daughter of a well-known 
singer, Mr. G. Pyne, and niece of 
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the late Mr. James Pyne^ horn m 
1832j was at a very early age the 
pupil of Sir George Smarts and 
made her first appearance about 
1842. She sang in Paris with great 
success in 1847, appeared in opera 
in 1849, performed at the Eoyal 
Italian Opera in 1851, and visited 
the United States, where she was 
enthusiastically received in 1854. 
After an absence of three years she 
returned to her native land, and 
was, in conjunction with Mr. Harri- 
son, joint lessee for a short season 
of the Lyceum and Drury Lane, 
and from 1858 till 1862 of Covent 
Garden Theatre. The enterprise 
having failed. Miss Louisa Pyne 
transferred her services to Her 
Majesty's Theatre, and has fre- 
quently performed at Her Majesty's 
Concerts at Windsor Castle and 
Buckingham Palace. She is mar- 
ried to Mr. Prank Bodda, but re- 
tains her maiden name on the 
stage.

QHATEEPAGES DB BE^AH, 
Jean Louis Armand de, born at 
VaUerauge (Gard), Prance, Peb. 10, 
1810, of a Protestant family, com- 
pleted his education at Strasburg, 
where he took the degree of M.D , 
and began to write on subjects of 
natural philosophy as early as 1829. 
In 1839 he was called to the chair 
of Zoology at Toulouse, but soon 
resigned that appointment and 
went to Paris. In 1842, and after 
having travelled round the coasts 
of Italy and Sicily, he contributed 
some papers on natural history to 
the JRevue des Deux Mondes, repub- 
lished in 1854 under the title of 
'*■ Souvenirs d'un Haturaliste.'^' He 
was nominated Professor of Natural 
History in the Lycce Napoleon in 
1850, was elected a member of 
the Academy of Sciences April 
26, 1852, was nominated a Che- 
valier of the Legion of Honour 
April 25, 1845, was called to 
the chair of Anatomy and Eth- 


nology in the Museum of Natural 
History at Paris in 1855, and was 
promoted Grand Officer of the 
Legion of Honour Aug 14, 1863. 
One of his latest works has been 
translated into English by Isabella 
Innes, under the title of " The 
Prussian Eace Ethnologically Con- 
sidered," to which is appended, 
“Some Account of the Bombard- 
ment of the Museum of Natural 
History by the Prussians in Jan, 
1871," London, 1872. He has since 
published “ L'Espece Humaine " 
1877.

QUESTEL, Charles Attguste, 
architect, boin at Pans,, Sept. 18, 
1807, studied in the Ecole des 
Beaux Arts from 1823 to 1828, end 
ten years later, after a competition 
which had been commenced m 1836, 
his plang for the new cathedral 
at Nimes were adopted, and then 
carried out under his superintend- 
ence. He also designed the great 
fountains on the Esplanade in the 
same city As architect to the Com- 
mission on Historical Monuments, 
he brought to light and sketched 
the Amphitheatre of Arles, with a 
plan for its restoration , and also, 
in conjunction with M. Laisne, the 
Pont du Gard. All these designs 
were exhibited at the Paris Uni- 
versal Exposition of 1866. Having 
been appointed architect of the 
chateaux of Versailles and Trianon, 
M. Questel made arrangements for 
the fdtes in Aug., 1855, on the occa- 
sion of the visit of the Queen, 
Prince Albert, the Prince of Wales, 
and the Princess Eoyal. He after- 
wards served on the Council on 
Public Buildings, and became Pro- 
fessor in the ^cole des Beaux Arts, 
and Director of the Studio which 
was formerly M. Gilbert's. M. 
Questel, who had been created in 
1863 an Officer of the Legion of 
Honour, was elected a titulary 
Member of the Section of Architec- 
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ture in the Academie des Beaux 
ArtS;, Dec. 9^ 1871.

EALSTON, William E Alston 
Shblden, M a., was born in 1828, 
and stnied at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, from 1846 to 1850, and 
obtained the degree of M A. From 
1853 to 1875 he served in the British 
Mnsenm as an Assistant Librarian 
He has published Eriloff and his 
Fables," 1869 ; 3rd edition, 1871 ; 

Liza," a translation of Turgenevas 
novel, “ Dvoryanskoe Gnyezdo," 
1869 j ^^The Songs of the Eussian 
People, as illustrative of Slavonic 
Mythology and Eussian Social Life," 
1872 ; Eussian Folk Tales," 1873 j

He has also contributed a great 
number of articles to English peri- 
odicals. Mr Ealston has been 
twice Uchester Lecturer in the ITni- 
versity of Oxford, and he is a Cor- 
responding Member of the Imperial 
Eussian Oeograpliical and Histori- 
cal Societies, an honorary Member 
of the Moscow Society of Amateurs 
of Eussian History and Literature 
and of the Nijni Novgorod Statis- 
tical Committee. 

EAhlSAY, Sir Andrew Crom- 
BiE, LL.D., F.E.S , born in 1814, 
and educated at Q-lasgow, was ap- 
pointed to the Geological Survey of 
Great Britain in 1841, and became 
Director of the same in 1846. He 
was nominated Professor of Geo- 
logy at University College in 1848, 
Lecturer on Geology at the Eoyal 
School of Mines in 1851, and was 
President of the Geological Society 
in 1862 and 1863. He became 
F.E.S. in 1849, Knight of the Order 
of St. Maurice and St. Lazarus in 
1862, LL.D. in Edinburgh, Neill 
Gold Medallist, Eoyal Society, 
Edinb-^gh, in 1866, and Wollaston 
Gold Medallist, Geological Society 
of London, 1871. In 1872 he was 
appointed Director-General of the 
Geological Survey of the United 


Kmgdom, and of the Museum of 
Practical Geology. On retiring 
from these offices in 1881 he re- 
ceived the honour of knighthood. 
He presided over the meeting of 
the British Association winch was 
held at Swansea in Aug , 1880 He 
is an Associate of many foreign 
societies, including the Academy of 
Sciences of Brussels, the American 
Philosophical Society, Philadelphia, 
the Eoyal Academy of Sciences, 
Turin, the Natural History Society 
of Switzerland, the Natural History 
Society of Neuchatel, the American 
Society of Sciences, Boston, and of 
many British provincial societies. 
He has wTitten '‘'The Geology of 
AiTan," " Geology of North Wales," 
1858 ; " Old Glaciers of North 

Wales and Switzerland," 1860 ; 
" Physical Geology and Geography 
of Great Britain," 1878 j and many 
miscellaneous memoirs, chiefly on 
theoretical questions in geology, 
some of which have been translated 
into German and Italian 
EANDOLPH, The Eev. Francis 
Charles Hinoebton, M A., born 
March 31, 1833, was educated at 
the Truro Grammar School, and 
at Exeter College, Oxford (B.A., 
1855 , M.A., 1858). Having held a 
curacy in Oxford (Holywell), he 
was appointed in 1859 to the Per- 
petual Curacy of Hampton Gay, 
near Oxford, and in 1860 to the 
Eectory of Eingmore, Devon. He 
is the author of "Specimens of 
Ancient Cormsh Crosses, Fonts, 
&c.," 1850 ; " Four Years of a 
Country Friendly Society," 1870; 
edited " The Poems of Francis 
Hingeston," 1857 , " The Chronicle 
of England, by John Capgrave" 
(under the direction of the Master 
of the EoUs) ; " Johannis Cap- 
gravii. Liber de lUustribus Hen- 
ricis " (in the same series) ; " The 
Book of the Illustrious Henries" 
translated from the Latin of Cap- 
grave), 1858 ; and " A Collection of 
Eoyal and Historical Letters during 
the Eeign of Henry IV " (for the 
Master of the Bolls), 1860.

BANGOON;, Bishop op. (8.ee 
Strachaij.) 

BAITKE^ Leopold von^ professor 
of Idstoryj "born at Wiche^ in Thu- 
ringia^ Dec. 21, 1795, embraced tbe 
profession of teacber, and in 1818 
became bead master of tbe Gymna- 
sinm at Frankfort-on-tbe-Oder, 
devoting bis leisure to historical 
studies. '^Tbe History of tbe 
Boman and Germanic Peoples, 
from 1494 to 1535,^^ and '^A Cri- 
tique upon tbe Later Historians,^' 
published in 1824, attracted so much 
attention that be was invited to 
Berlin in 1825, as Professor Extra- 
ordinary of History in tbe Univer- 
sity, and was sent, in 1827, by tbe 
Prussian Government to Vienna, 
Borne, and more particularly to 
Venice, to examine tbe bistorioal 
materials there deposited. Tbe 
first-fruits of these investigations 
were " Tbe Princes and People of 
Southern Europe in tbe 17i3i and 
18tb Centuries," published in 1827 ; 
and '' Tbe Conspiracy against 
Venice in 1688," in 1831 j followed 
by the ''Popes of Borne them 
Church and their State in tbe 16tb 
and I7tb Centuries," in 1834-39. 
Tbe work in which Banke displays 
tbe most laborious investigation, 
and tbe greatest completeness of 
form, is bis "German History in 
tbe Times of tbe Beformation," 
published in 1839-47. His works 
have been translated and published 
in this country by Mrs Austin and 
Mr. Scott, In addition to tbe 
above - mentioned works, Banke 
edited, in 1832, tbe Historical and 
Political Gazette, which be was com- 
pelled to discontinue on account of 
its liberal tone. Between 1837 and 
1840 be publi^ed three volumes of 
"Annals of tbe German Monarchy 
under tbe House of Saxony," fol- 
lowed by "Hine Books of Prussian 
History" in 1847-8; "Civil Wars 
and Monarchy in tbe 16tb and l7tb 
Centuries a History of France, 
principally during that period," in 
1852-3; and "Ferdinand I. and 
Maximilian II. of Austria : an 


Essay on tbe Political and Beligioui 
State of Germany immediately 
after tbe Beformation." In 184] 
be was appointed Historiograpbei 
of Prussia, and in 1848 was electee 
a member of the National Assemblj 
at Frankfort. He was ennobled m 
1866. Among bis more recent pub- 
lications are — a " History of Wal- 
lenstein,” 1869; "Tbe German 
Powers and tbe League of Princes , 
being a History of Germany from 
1780 to 1790” ("Die deutseben 
Mcicbte und der Furstenbund : 
deutsebe Gesebiebte von 1780 bis 
1790 ”), vol 1., 1871; "A History of 
England, principally in tbe I7tb 
Century," an English translation of 
which was issued from tbe Claren- 
don Press at Oxford, in 6 vols., 
1875; "Friedrich der Grosse; 
Friederiob Wilhelm der Vierte," 
two biographies, 1878 , and " Welt- 
gescbicbte," vol. i., 1881. 

BASSAM, Hobmuzd, was born 
in 1826, at Mossul, in Northern 
Mesopotamia, on tbe bank of tbe 
Tigris, opposite tbe site of ancient 
Nineveh, of a family which claims 
descent from tbe Chaldeans and 
early Christians. In 1845 be yoined 
Mr. Layard to assist him in bis 
Assyrian researches, and lived with 
him as bis friend and guest for 
more than two years, "'^en Mr. 
Layard returned to England in 
1847 Mr. Bassam came with him to 
complete bis studies at Oxford, but 
before be was enabled to matricu- 
late, Mr. Layard, who bad again 
been requested by tbe trustees of 
tbe British Museum to resume bis 
researches in Nineveh, applied for 
bis services, and at tbe end of 1849 
be was sent out by tbe British 
Museum authorities to assist him 
in bis second undertaking. At tbe 
end of 1851 they returned to Eng- 
land after a most successful mission 
to both Assyria and Babylonia, tbe 
history of which was published by 
Mr. Layard, in bis " Nineveh and 
Babylon." Tbe trustees having 
determined to carry on further re- 
searches, and Idr. Layard deolming 
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to go out again, commissioned Mr 
Eassam to succeed Mm. During 
tMs expedition Mr. Eassam disco- 
vered in Nmeveli the iialace of 
Assur-Beni-Pal, who is commonly 
Imown by the name of Sardanapa- 
lus, in which there were found the 
beautiful sculptures representing 
the lion hunt, now in the British 
Museum, with many other remark- 
able antiqmties relating to the 
Mstory of the Assyiuan Monarchy. 
The funds available for the re- 
searches having come to an end, 
Mr. Eassam returned to England 
in 1854. Soon afterwards he was 
asked to undertake another expedi- 
tion to Mesopotamia for the British 
Museum, but as he had then been 
offered a political appointment at 
Aden by the late Sir Janies Outram, 
he preferred the permanent em- 
ployment, and went out to that 
Arabian-British settlement at the 
end of the same year. There he 
had for some years the manage- 
ment of the political work amongst 
the neighbouring Arabs and African 
tribes, and acted as judge and 
magistrate, besides holding other 
minor appointments When the 
quarrel took place in 18G1 between 
tib.e Imam of Muscat and his bro- 
ther, the Sultan of Zanzibar, Mr. 
Eassam was chosen by Lord Elphin- 
stone, the Q-ovemor of Bombay, to 
represent the British Government 
at Muscat while the Governor- 
General of India w-as trying to act 
as a mediator between the brothers. 
He also received the special thanks 
of the Supreme Government of 
India, with a substantial present 
for the services he rendered to the 
State during the Indian mutiny. 
When the news reached the Foreign 
OfS:ce in 1864 that Consul Cameron 
and other European gentlemen had 
been imprisoned and ill-treated by 
Theodore, Kin g of Abyssinia, Mr. 
Eassam was chosen by the British 
Government to proceed to the court 
of that monarch with a letter from 
the Queen asking for the release of 
the captives. He accordingly went 


to Massawahj the port of Abyssinia, 
from whence he wrote to Theodore 
for a safe conduct j and after having 
waited there more than a year, he 
was invited by the king to proceed 
to his court. Mr. Eassam was 
accompanied by Lieutenant Pri- 
deaux and Dr. Blanc, of the Bom- 
bay army, and they were received 
with every mark of distinction and 
honour. It seemed at one time 
that Mr Eassam^s mission would 
be crowned with success, but 
through Theodore’s eccentricity, 
coupled with intrigue from other 
quarters, it was doomed to disap- 
pointment. Hopeful as Mr. Eas- 
sam was at first to procure the 
liberation of Consul Cameron and 
the other captives, he was himself 
arrested with his suite, and the 
three were sent as prisoners with 
the old captives to Magdala, where 
they were keiit in chains for nearly 
two years. After the old captives. 
Consul Cameron and his fellow 
prisoners, had undergone about 
four years’ rigorous confinement — 
and Mr. Eassam and his companions 
shared their fate for nearly two 
years and a haK — ^they were ulti- 
mately set free by Theodore on the 
Easter Eve of 1868, after liis defeat 
the day before by the British force 
under the command of Sir Robert 
Hapier, at Arogay, below Magdala. 
Mr Eassam published a narrative 
of the " British Mission to Theo- 
dore, King of Abyssinia, with 
Notices of the Country traversed 
from Massawah through the Sou- 
dan, the Amhara, and back to 
Amnesty Bay from Magdala,” 2 
vols, London, 1869. In 18^6 he 
was selected by the trustees of the 
British Museum to conduct the 
Assyrian Explorations under a Fir- 
man granted to him by the Ottoman 
Government, through the influence 
of Sir Henry Layard, who was then 
acting as Her Majesty’s ambassador 
at Constantinople . From that time 
until July, 1882, he conducted the 
British National Arehsaologieal re- 
searches in Assyria, Armenia, and 
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Babylonia , during which time he 
succeeded in securing for the 
British Museum important relics 
connected with the history of those 
three great ancient kingdoms, 
amongst which he discovered in a 
small mound called Balauat/^ in 
the vicinity of Nineveh, a magnifi- 
cent pair of bronze gates, twenty 
feet high, forming a memorial of 
the wars of Shalmenesar III., b.c. 
850. The rich embossed bronzes 
are now in the British Museum. 
He also discovered, amongst other 
sites, the great cities of Sippara, or 
Sepharvaim, and Cutliali, situated 
in Southern Mesopotamia. During 
the Turko-Eussian war he was sent 
by the British Eoreign Office on a 
special mission to Asia Minor, 
Armenia, and Kurdistan, to inquire 
into the condition of the different 
Christian communities, who were 
said to be maltreated by their 
Moslem countrymen. 

BA.WES, The Ebv Henry Au- 
GTJSTTTS, D.D., was born at Easing- 
ton, near Durham, in Dec., 1826; 
was educated at Houghton-le- 
Spring, in Durham, and at Trinity 
CoUege, Cambridge, where he took 
his B.A. degree in 1849, and pro- 
ceeded M A. in 1852 He became 
curate of St Botolph, Aldgate, in 
June, 1851 , curate of St Bartholo- 
mew, Moor Lane, in June, 1853 ; 
Warden of the House of Charity, 
Soho, in May, 1854 ; was r^eived 
into the Catholic Church in March, 
1856 ; ordained priest m Nov., 1857 ; 
and took charge of the district of 
Netting HiU. He was created D D. 
by order of Pope Pius IX in 1875. 
Mr. Rawes is the author of "Home- 
ward;” "Nine Visits to the Blessed 
Sacrament;” "Twelve Visits to 
our Lady and the City of Q-od;” 
"Devotions for the Souls in Purga- 
tory;” "Septem, or Seven Ways 
of Hearing Mass,” 7th edit. ; 
"Great Truths in Little Words 
"Sursum;” and "The Bread of 
Life ; or, S. Thomas Aquinas on the 
Adorable Sacrament of the Altar 
Arranged as Meditations,” 1879. 


EAWLE, The Eight Eev. 
Eichard, Bishop of Trinidad, was 
born about 1814, and educated at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, of 
which he became Eellow in 1830, 
and afterwards Tutor. He gradu- 
ated B.A. (third wi*angler and 
fourth in the first class of the clas- 
sical tripos) in 1835, and M A. in 
1838 He became Eector of Cheadle, 
Staffordshire, in 1839 , Principal of 
Codrington College, Barbadoes, in 
181-7 , Vicar of I’elmorsham, near 
Bedford, in 1807; Vicar of Tam- 
worth in 1860 , and in 1872, on the 
election of the clergy and laity, the 
first Bishop of Trinidad, which had, 
until then, constituted a part of the 
diocese of Barbadoes The cere- 
mony of consecration took place in 
Lichfield Cathedral, June 29, 1872. 

EAWLINSON, The Eev 
George, M.A., fourth son of A. T. 
Eawlinson, Esq., of Chadlington, 
Oxon., born about 1815, was edu- 
cated at Swansea Grammar School, 
and at Ealing School ; entered 
Trinity College, Oxford, m 1835, 
took a first class in classics in 1838 ; 
and was elected a Fellow of Exeter 
College in 18-10. He obtained the 
Denyer Prize for a Theological Es- 
say in 1842, and again in 1843, and 
having held for some years a Tutor- 
ship in his college, was appointed 
Moderator in 1852 , became Public 
Examiner in 1854, again in 1856, 
1868, and 1874 ; and preached the 
Hampton Lecture in 1859. He was 
elected without a contest to the 
Camden Professorship of Ancient 
History in the University in 1861, 
and took an active part in the 
agitation which preceded the pass- 
ing of the Oxford University Act, 
in favour of the changes then 
effected. In Sept., 1872, he was 
appointed a Canon of Canterbury. 
He has written (in conjunction with 
Sir H. Eawlinson and Sir G. Wil- 
kinson) "The History of Herodo- 
tus,” a new English version, with 
copious notes, 1858-60 ; " The His- 
torical Evidences of the Truth of 
the Scripture Eecords, in Eight 
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Lectoes delivered in tlie Oxford 
University Pulpitj at tlie Bampton 
Lecture for IBSQ/"* published in 
1860, ""The Contrasts of Chris- 
tianity with Heathen and Jewish 
Systems, in nine sermons preached 
before the University of Oxford on 
various occasions,^" 1861 , '' The 
Five Great Monarchies of the An- 
cient Eastern World,^" 4 vols., 1862- 
67 , A Manual of Ancient History,” 
1869 ; " The Sixth Great Oriental 
Monarchy ; or, the Geography, His- 
tory, and Antiquities of Parthia,” 
1873 , The Seventh Great Oriental 
Monarchy ; or, the Geography, 
History, and Antiquities of the 
Sassanian or Hew Persian Empire, 
collected and illustrated from An- 
cient and Modern sources,” in 1876 , 
a ^'History of Ancient Egypt,” 2 
vols , 1881 j and other smaller 
works. Professor Eawlinson con- 
tributed an essay, the subject 
being, “ The Genuineness and Au- 
thenticity of the Pentateuch,” to 
"Aids to Eaith,” edited by Dr. 
Thomson, in reply to " Essays and 
Eeviews j ” and was a contributor 
to Dr. Smith’s " Dictionary of the 
Bible ” He held the office of Clas- 
sical Examiner under the Council 
of Military Education from 1859 
to 1870. He has been Proctor m 
Convocation for the Dean and Chap- 
ter of Canterbury since 1873. 

RAWLIHSOH, SiE Henry Crbs- 
wiGKB, K.C B , P.E.S., brother of 
the Eev. George Eawlinson, born 
at Chadlington, Oxfordshire, in 
1810, was educated at Ealing School, 
served in the Bombay army from 
1827 till 1833, was sent to Persia in 
Hov., 1833, and between that time 
and Dec., 1839, was actively em- 
ployed in various parts of that 
country He held high commands, 
and did good service in reorganizing 
a body of Persian troops. "When 
the rupture with Persia compelled 
our officers to withdraw from that 
co^try, he proceeded through 
Scinde to Affghanistan, and in June, 
l840, was appointed political agent 
at Handahar, having been pre- 


viously under orders for Khiva to 
meet Perofsky’s expedition then on 
the march . Throughout the troubles 
that ensued he held the southern 
capital of the Affghans safe from 
all intrigues within and attacks 
without, and wtis repeatedly men- 
tioned by Gen Hott for his services 
in the field. He returned with the 
avenging army through Cabul and 
the Punjaub to India, to reappear, 
in 18X3, on the ground he had be- 
fore occupied, but as political agent 
in Turkish Arabia. In March, 
1814, he was appointed Consul for 
Bagdad , in 1850 was promoted to 
the rank of Lieut. -Col. in Tiukey ; 
in 1851 was made Consul-General, 
resigning his post in Eeb., 1855, 
and was made a Director of the 
East-India Company, and K.C.B. in 
1856, and a Member of the Council 
of India from Sept., 1858, to the 
following April, when he was sent 
as Envoy to the court of Teheran, 
with the local rank of Major-Gene- 
ral. Sir Henry, who is a E.R.S., 
Honorary D C.L. of Oxford, and 
LL.D. of Cambridge, a Chevalier of 
the Order of Merit” in Prussia, 
and Corresponding Member of the 
French Institute, is the author of 
various papers on the antiquities of 
the East, and on the interpretation 
of the cuneiform inscriptions of 
Persia, Assyria, and Babylonia, in 
the Journals of the Geographical 
and Asiatic Societies; also of 
" England and Eussia in the East : 
a series of papers on the Political 
and Geographical Condition of Cen- 
tral Asia,” 1875. He was member 
for Eeigate, in the Liberal interest, 
from Eeb. to Sept., 1858, and was 
returned for Erome at the general 
election in Jxily, 1865. Having 
represented this borough for three 
years, he withdrew at the general 
election in 1868, and was reap- 
pointed a Member of the Council of 
India. He was appointed a Trustee 
of the British Museum, in the place 
of the late Sir David Dundas, in 
March, 1878. On May 25, 1882, he 
was elected a foreign honorary

member of tbe Vienna Imperial 
Academy of Sciences in place of 
the late Mr. Darwin 
EAWLINSOIT, Sin Robekt, C.B., 
civil engineer, bom in Bristol, Feb 
28, 1810, son of Thomas Eawlinson, 
of Chorley, Lancashire, and G-race 
Ellice, of Exeter, Devonshire. Mr. 
Eawlinson's father being a mason 
and builder at Chorley, the son 
learned the practical part of the 
business there, and in 1831 Mr. 
Eawlinson entered under Jesse 
ECartley, C E., the Liverpool Dock 
Engineer’s ofl3:ee, and in 1836 passed 
on to the Bliswbrth Contract (Lon- 
don and Birmingham Railway), 
under Robert Stephenson, C.E. On 
the completion of this line of rail- 
way Mr Eawlinson returned to 
Liverpool, and became assistant- 
surveyor to the corporation, re- 
maining up to the end of 18445 
then for three years he was engi- 
neer to the Bridgwater Canal. In 
1847 he devised a scheme to supply 
Liverpool with sixty million gal- 
lons of pure water per day, to be 
brought by an aqueduct from Bala 
Lake and the district in North 
Wales, which project was, however, 
considered at the time too grand 
for the town. The late H. L. Elmes, 
architect of St. George’s Hall, Liver- 
pool, consulted Mr. Eawlinson as to 
that building, and having (1847), 
by the advice of his medical man, 
to visit a warmer climate, he, Mr. 
Elmes, left his friend, Mr. Eawlin- 
son, in charge of St. George’s Hall 
Mr. Elmes died, Nov. 26, 1847, at 
Kingston, Jamaica. Mr. Eawlinson 
then designed and executed the 
great hollow-brick arched ceiling, 
as also the main floor, at St. George’s 
Han — ^this work being new, diilcult, 
and special, to suit Dr. Reid’s mode 
of ventilation 5 subsequently the 
works were handed over to the late 
Mr. CockereUj who completed the 
building. In. the autumn of 1848 
Mr. Eawlinson was appointed by 
the government of the day one of 
the first superintendent inspectors 
under the Public Health Act. In 


the spring of 1855 he was sent as 
Engineering Sanitary Commissioner 
to the British ^Army in the East 
(Dr. John Sutherland and Dr Hec- 
tor Gavin being the medical mem- 
bers). The commissioners landed 
at Constantinople, March 6, 1855, 
and at the harbour of Balaclava on 
April 3. Works were commenced 
immediately both at the great hos- 
pitals situate on the Bosphorus, and 
at the camp in the Crimea, such as 
cleansing, ventilating, and furnish- 
ing a purer water The returns 
from the four great hospitals on the 
Bosphorus, containing upwards of 

4.000 sick British soldiers, showed, 
IJarch 17, 1855, an average rate of 
mortality equal to 1 8 61 per cent, 
per month of the sick, which mor- 
tality was redueed by June 30 of 
the same year to 1*01 per cent, per 
month. In the Crimea, during the 
winter (1854'-55) previous to the 
advent of the Sanitary Commission, 
the losses in some regiments at the 
front had ranged for three months 
as high as seventy per cent , a mor- 
tality unexampled even in the worst 
of any former wars 5 by the end of 
this summer (1855) the entire Brit- 
ish army in the Crimea was placed 
in a better state of health, and had 
a lower rate of mortality than it 
had ever ea^erienced in barracks at 
home; and this improvement con- 
tinued to the end of the war 5 
mortality in the French army know- 
ing no such diminution, but on the 
contrary, increasing — 16,000 men 
perishing in their hospitals the last 
three months of the war. Dnder 
the supervision of sanitary commit- 
tees, established upon this Crimean 
pattern, the average mortality in 
the British army has, since 1868, 
been reduced about one-half, that is, 
from 17’6 per 1,000 to below 8’0 per 

1.000 per annum. Waterworks, on 
the English plan, have been exe- 
cuted, under Mr. Eawlinson’s di- 
rections, for Hong Kong and Singa- 
pore. A great social question was 
entrusted to Mr. Eawlmsoh during 
the Cotton Famine, caused by the 
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American war. In 1863 he was sent man and diplomatist, is the repre- 


to Lancashire by Lord Palmerston's 
G-overnment, as Engineer Commis 
sioner to organize, under Mr Vil- 
liers, M P., President of the Poor 
Law Board, ''Work for Wages" 
amongst the distressed cotton ope- 
ratives. Sanitary works were car- 
ried out simultaneously in ninety- 
three towns and places witlun the 
distressed cotton district. Govern- 
ment advancing by instalments in 
the whole upwards of jB 1,750,000 at 
34 per cent., the entire of this sum 
having been expended, under the 
supervision of Mr. Eawlinson, at a 
cost to the Government of less than 
three shillings and sixpence per 
cent. Mr. Eawlinson having .prac- 
tically proved that Government 
could profitably lend money at 3J 
per cent, for towns improvements 
and sanitary works generally, 
strongly advocated the extension of 
the practice to all cases, and conse- 
(mently an Act is now in force under 
the powers of which the Exchequer 
Loan Commissioners can advance 
money to any Urban or Bural Sani- 
tary Authority for terms extending 
to 60 years — 30 years at 34 per cent., 
40 years at 3| per cent., and 50 
years and upwards, at 4 per cent. 
Mr Eawlinson has served on several 
other royal commissions and special 
Government inquiries, and is a mem- 
ber of the Army Sanitary Commit- 
tee, which considers all questions 
connected with barracks, hospitals, 
and stations for the army, both at 
home, in India, and wherever Brit- 
ish soldiers are stationed through- 
out the world. He was decorated 
with the civil companionship of the 
Bath (1865), and is at present Chief 
Engineering Inspector under the 
Local Government Board, and Com- 
missioner to grant Certificates under 
the Eivers Pollution Prevention 
Act He received the honour of 
knighthood Aug. 23, 1883. 

EEAD, Generaii John Mere- 
dith, Knight Grand Cross of the 
Order of the Eedeemer of Greece, 1 
P.S.A, M.E.I,A., P.E.G.S , states- | 


sentative of a family holding high 
position in the United States, and 
intimately associated with Ameri- 
can history. It sprang from a 
younger son of the very ancient 
Berkshire, Hertfordshire, and Ox- 
fordshire house, seated, says Sir 
Walter Scott, a thousand years ago 
in Northumbria, to which belonged 
the Beads (now extinct), baronets 
of Brockett Hall, and from which 
descend the baronets of Shipton 
and the Eeades of Ipsden House. 
The first American ancestor, whose 
father, a staunch cavalier, took an 
active part for King Charles I. in 
the Civil Wars, purchased a mano- 
rial grant in the province of Mary- 
land from Lord Baltimore. It is a 
remarkable fact that this family 
contributed three signers of the 
Declaration of Independence, and 
four framers and signers of the 
Constitution of the United States. 
General Bead's great-grandfather, 
the Hon. George Bead, of Delaware, 
one of the fathers and founders of 
the American Bepublic, originally 
held Office under the Crown as 
Attorney-General, and afterwards 
was one of the six signers of the 
Declaration of Independence, who 
were also framers and signers of 
the Constitution of the United 
States. His grandfather, the Hon. 
John Bead, was a senator of Penn- 
sylvania, the American diplomatic 
agent under the Treaty of Amity 
with Great Britain in 1794, and the 
author of " British Debts " His 
ather, the Hon. John Meredith 
Bead, LL.D , Chief Justice of Penn- 
sylvania, was one of the most dis- 
.inguished jurists that America has 
produced, and at one time was pro- 
minently named as a candidate for 
bhe presidency of the United States. 
General Meredith Bead is the only 
!on of Cliief Just.'c3 Bead He was 
born at Philadeliihia, Fob 21, 1837, 
and received his education in a 
military school. He commanded a 
3orps of National Cadets, which 
‘arnished 127 officers during the 
3 N 
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Civil War ; was aide-de-camp to 
the Governor of Ehode Island; won 
the rank of colonel in 18^5 ; gra- 
duated M,A. at Brown University 
in 185Sj and LL.B. at the Albany 
Law School in 1859; and studied 
civil and international law in 
Europe. He was engaged actively 
in the presidential campaign of 
1856 , organised important pohtical 
movements in that of 1860 ; ac- 
cepted in November of that year 
the office of Adjutant-General of 
the State of New Tork^ and won 
the rank of brigadier-general at 
the age of twenty-three. He was 
chairman of the Government Com- 
mission which welcomed President 
Lincoln at Buffalo, and escorted 
him to the capital (Feb., 1861) ; 
chairman, two months later, of the 
committee of three to draft a bill 
appropriating 3,000,000 dollars for 
the purchase of arms and equip- 
ments, and received the official 
thanks of the War Department for 
his energy, ability, and zeal in the 
organisation and equipment of 
troops during the war. In 1868 he 
took a leading part in the election 
of General Grant, who appointed 
him Consul-General of the United 
States for France and Algeria, to 
reside at Paris, a newly-created 
post, which he was called upon to 
organise in all its varied details. 
General Bead likewise acted as 
Consul-General of Germany during 
the Franco-German War, and after- 
wards, for nearly two years, di- 
rected aU the consular affairs of 
that empire,*including the protec- 
tion of German subjects and in- 
terests during the ffi’st and second 
sieges of Paris (1870-71). Both 
sides acknowledged that his con- 
senting to continue to act as Consul- 
Gener^ with the thirty-five consuls 
and consular agents under him, 
prevented the possibihty of a re- 
newal of the conflict between the 
two countries by rendering unne- 
cessary the presence in Prance of 
German consular officials at a time 
when the mind of the French 


people was highly excited against 
all Germans. At this period the 
German ambassador, in a letter to 
General Bead, said, “ I cannot omit 
to express to you once more the 
sentiments of gratitude with which 
I am inspired by the persevermg 
solicitude which you have never 
ceased to manifest in procuring for 
my compatriots the protection of 
the laws.” Shut up in Paris during 
the two sieges, he employed himself 
actively in relieving the distress of 
the population For these services 
he received the commendation of 
the president of the United States 
in his annual message to Congress, 
the repeated thanks both of the 
French and of the German govern- 
ments, and the official and personal 
thanks and compliments of Prince 
Bismarck. In 1872 he was invited 
by General deCissey, French Minis- 
ter of War, to form and preside 
over a commission to examine into 
the expediency of extending the 
study of the IJnglish language in 
the French army, and for his suc- 
cessful labours in this direction he 
again received the thanks of the 
French Government. In recogni- 
tion of his various distinguished 
services, he was promoted, m Nov., 
1873, to be the United States 
Minister resident in Greece. Smce 
then he has received the thanks of 
his Government for his ability and 
energy in securing the release of 
the American ship Armewm, and for 
his success in obtaining from the 
Greek Government a revocation of 
the order prohibiting the sale and 
circulation of the Bible in Greece ; 
he also received the thanks of the 
Board of Foreign Missions of the 
Southern Presbyterian Church, and 
of the British and American Forei^ 
Bible Societies for the latter im- 
portant service. During the great 
financial crisis in America in 1876-7, 
while studying the commercial 
situation, he became possessed of 
secret and valuable information 
from Bussia and England, which 
convinced him that America could 
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regain lier national prosperity at a 
bound. He accordingly addressed 
a despatch to Mr. Evarts^ pointing 
out that the Eusso-Turkish War 
had closed every grain port in 
Eussia, except one^ and that Ame- 
rica could actually deliver wheat at 
that point at a less price than the 
Eussians could, owing to their 
heavy duties and their want of 
facihties for handling gram. He 
declared that a grain fleet should 
be immediately despatched from 
New Tork to peaceably capture the 
European markets, and in conclu- 
sion, said : "We should strain 
every nerve, not only to furnish 
the world with breadstuffs, but also 
the ships to carry them Greneral 
Bead’s suggestion was acted upon, 
and the exports of breadstuffs 
and provisions from America rose 
withm a twelvemonth 73,000,000 of 
dollars, thus giving a grain su- 
premacy upon which the subse- 
quent prosperity of America was 
substantially based. General Bead 
revisited his native country in 1874, 
and was received with the warmest 
demonstrations of welcome by all 
political parties, banquets being 
given m his honour at Hew York, 
Albany, Philadelphia, and Wash- 
ington. In England he has been 
the guest of the Queen at Osborne, 
and of the Prince and Princess of 
Wales at Sandringham, and the 
recipient of marked attentions from 
the leading members of the Govern- 
ment and of the opposite party. 
Por his literary and scientific ser- 
vices he has received the thanks of 
the State Department of the United 
States, of the National Academy of 
Design, of the English East India 
Company, of the Eussia Company, 
of the Society of Antiquaries of 
London, of the ArchsBOlogical 
Society of Greece, and of the 
^ench Academy. He took a deep 
interest in the foundation of the 
Prench Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science. He was president 
of the American Social Science 
Congress at Albany in 18G8, and a 


vice-president of the British Social 
Science Congress at Plymouth in 
1872. He is an honorary Pellow or 
Member of a great number of 
learned bodies. He had received 
the thirty-second degree in Masonry 
in America, and Greece gave him 
the thirty-third and highest, and 
he was made an honorary member 
of the Supreme Council in Europe 
and America. He has made a series 
of rich collections of unpublished 
historical documents in each coun- 
try which he has visited. Among 
the more remarkable are those upon 
the Franco- German War, including 
the siege and the Commune , upon 
modern and medissval Greece, upon 
the colonial and revolutionary his- 
tory of America, and upon Enghsh 
antiquities. During a visit to Swit- 
zerland in 1879 he discovered a 
series of important unpublished 
letters frome some of the most dis- 
tinguished men in Europe of the 
eighteenth century, including Vol- 
taire, Eousseau, Gibbon, Frederick 
the Great, Malesherbes, and a host 
of others. He is the author of many 
public addresses, official reports, 
learned papers, and an important 
historical inquiry concerning Henry 
Hudson, published in 1866. As an 
orator he is distinguished by ele- 
gance and logical eloquence, and 
possesses the power of swaying 
large audiences. General Bead re- 
ceived the thanks of his govern- 
ment for his prompt and efficient 
protection of American persons and 
interests in the dangerous crisis in 
Greece in Feb., 1878. Shortly after- 
wards, the United States Congress 
having, from motives of economy, 
suppressed the appropriation for 
the Legation at Athens, General 
Bead volunteered to carry it on 
at his own expense, which he 
continued to do until Sept 23, 
1879, when he resigned. On this 
occasion the Secretary of State, Mi*. 
Evarts, addressed to him a letter 
expressing the extreme regret of 
the United States Government at 
his retirement, concluding thus:

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'‘'The manner in which you have 
conducted the duties of Minister of 
this G-overnment in Greece has 
been such as to merit hearty ap- 
proval ; and the patriotic sacrifices 
which you have made, in order to 
secure, without interruption, the 
representation of the United States 
in that country, entitle you to the 
respect and commendation of your 
countrymen. It gives me great 
pleasure to repeat the frequently 
expressed satisfaction with which 
this Government has regarded 
your conduct of the interests en- 
trusted to you during a period of 
eleven years in the foreign service 
of the country, and my own hearty 
concurrence therewith. Your per- 
formance of the delicate and im- 
portant duties of Consul-General 
in Paris during the Franco-German 
War was such as to call forth the 
approbation nob only of your own 
Government, but also of the French 
and German authorities j and your 
subsequent services as the diplo- 
matic representative of the United 
States in Greece has received the fre- 
quent commendation of this Govern- 
ment. While the Government IS thus 
unfortunately deprived of your ser- 
vices in an important capacity, I 
cannot but hope that you will still 
have many years of happiness and 
usefulness before you, and that 
your country may continue to enjoy 
your active mterest m all that con- 
cerns its prosperity,” The official 
organ of the Prime Minister of 
Greece made use of the following 
language . "The departure of Gene- 
ral Read from Greece has called 
forth universal regret, for, during 
a residence of six years amongst us, 
he has succeeded in drawing all 
hearts to him by his high mental 
qualities, and the charm and dis- 
tinction of his manners, as well as 
by his readiness to serve the true 
interests of om' country. Imme- 
diately on his arrival here for the 
first time, he made it his duty to 
gather in every direction infor- 
mation on the present condition 


and aptitudes of the Greek people 
In the course of his learned re 
searches he has been able to gel 
together one of the finest collections 
on Greece — especially unrivalled 
by the importance of its modern 
and mediceval works. He has de- 
voted himself to a thorough study 
of these books, annotating them, 
and accompanying his researches 
with facts drawn from all classes 
of society in various parts of our 
territory. His perfect knowledge 
of the history of ancient and mo- 
dern Greece lent to his words a 
strength and a weight, before 
which difficulties disappeared, and 
the most sincere doubts vamshed 
General Read has become one of 
the most remarkable authorities in 
all matters relating to the Eastern 
Question , and there is certainly 
no foreigner who understands as 
well as he the character and the 
capabilities of the Greek race We 
are certain that his eminent abilities 
will not fail Greece in the present 
juncture, when the territorial ques- 
tion is not yet solved. He is so 
well known throughout Europe, 
and counts among his friends so 
many influential persons in Eng- 
land, France, and Germany, that* 
his views cannot fail to have the 
most happy influence.” The mo- 
ment he was freed from official ties 
he set to work with generous 
ardour to promote the interests of 
the struggling people who were 
then pleading their cause before 
Europe. Bringing all the resources 
of his unrivalled acquaintance with 
Eastern affairs to bear in the 
highest quarters, he journeyed at 
his own expense from one import- 
ant point to another, arguing and 
urging the return to Greece of at 
least a portion of the ancient terri- 
tories lying beyond her present 
borders. During his long sojourn 
in Greece he had won the confi- 
dence alike of the sovereign and of 
the people, and he was in a position 
to see that additional territory was 
essential to the existence of the 
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Greeks as a nation When the 
efforts of King George and his 
ministers were crowned with suc- 
cess, the unselfish labours of Gene- 
ral Read were not overlooked The 
newly-appointed Greek Minister to 
London was directed, while passing 
through Paris, to convey to him 
the thanks of his Government , and 
the King, who shortly afterwards 
visited that metropolis, called upon 
him to express His Majesty’s per- 
sonal thanks. In 1881, when the 
territories adjudged to Greece had 
been finally transferred. King 
George, in recognition of General 
Read’s einment services since his 
resignation of the post of United 
States Minister, created him a 
Knight Grand Cross of the Order 
of the Redeemer — the highest 
dignity in the gift of the Greek 
Government — at the same time 
that His Majesty conferred a simi- 
lar honour upon M. Waddington, 
Prune Minister of France, who had 
presented the Greek claims to the 
Berlin Congress, and upon Coimt 
Hatzfeldt, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs of Germany, who had suc- 
cessfully urged the same claims at 
Constantinople. He was named 
Honorary Member of the Military 
Order of the Loyal Legion in re- 
cognition of his eminent services to 
his country during the War of Se- 
cession. In addition to the works 
already mentioned he is the author 
of Relation of the Soil to Plants 
and Animals,” Albany, 1860 , and 
"Letter upon the Death of Lord 
Stanhope,” in Greek and English, 
Athens, 1875. 

R E A D E, Charles, D.C.L., 
youngest son of the late John Reade, 
Esq., bom in 1814, was educated at 
Magdalen College, Oxford, of which 
he was successively a Demy and a 
Fellow He graduated B. A in 1835, 
was called to the bar at Lincoln’s 
Inn in 1843, and became known to 
the reading public as the author of 

Peg Woffington,” published in 
1852 ; and of " Christie Johnstone,” 
W 1853, The^ were followed by 


“ It is Never Too Late to Mend,” 
and a short tale, entitled " The 
Course of True Love,’" in 1857; 
" Jack of All Trades,” in 1858 ; 
" Love Me Little, Love Me Long,” 
in 1859; "White Lies,” and "Clois- 
ter and the Hearth,” in 1861 ; " Hard 
Cash • a Matter-of-Fact Romance,” 
in 1863; "Griffith Gaunt; or. Jea- 
lousy,” in 1866 , " Put Yourself in 
His Place,” in 1870, and "A Ter- 
rible Temptation,” in 1871. He has 
also written several plays, one of 
the latest being " Drink,” founded 
on Zola’s " L’Assommoir ” (Prin- 
cess’s Theatre, June 2, 1879). 

RECLUS, Jean Jacques Elis^e, 
a French geographical writer, the 
son of a Protestant minister, was 
born at Sainte-Foy-la-Grande (Gi- 
ronde), March 15, 1830, and educated 
in Rhenish Prussia He studied at 
the Protestant College at Mont- 
auban, and then at the University 
of Berlin, where he was a pupil 
of K. Ritter’s Holding extreme 
democratic opinions, he left France 
after the coup d^4iat of Deo. 2, 1851, 
and travelled from 1852 to 1857 in 
England, Ireland, the United States, 
Central America, and New Granada, 
where he stayed several years. On 
his return to Paris he communicated 
to the Beviie des Deux Mondes, the 
Tour du Monde, and other periodi- 
cals, the results of his voyages and 
geographical researches. M. Reclus 
IS the author of ^^Guide Londres,” 
1860 , "Voyage h la Sierra Nevada 
de Saint-Marthe,” 1861; "Les 
Villes d’Hiver de la Mediterran^e 
et les Alpes-Maritimes,” 1864; a 
very valuable introduction to the 
"Dictionnaire des Communes de la 
France,” 1864, 2nd edit., 1869 ; 
and above all, " La Terre,” a mag- 
nificent work on physical geography, 
the English edition of which, enti- 
tled " The Earth,” has passed 
through two editions. Unfortu- 
nately M. Reclus did notj confine 
himself to scientific studies, but 
wrote also in various socialist 
organs. When the insurrection of 
March 18, 1871, broke out, M» Reclus, 
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after publisliiiig an eloquent appeal 
to Ms cotmtrymen in favour of con- 
ciliation, flung in Ms lot with, the 
Commune, and was taken prisoner 
by the Yersailles troops as early as 
April 5, while making a reconnais- 
sance near Chatillon. At his trial 
evidence was given mMs favour by 
M. E. Charton, a deputy in the 
National Assembly, and the editor 
of several works on geography. M. 
Nadar, the well-known aeronaut, 
under whom the prisoner had served 
during the siege of Paris, also spoke 
to Ms Mgh character and great 
scientific attainments. But M. Ee- 
clus was nevertheless sentenced to 
transportation for life (Nov., 1871). 
His sentence was, however, com- 
muted into one of banishment in 
Eeb., 1862. He subsequently re- 
sided at Lugano, in Switzerland. 
He was admitted to the benefit of 
the amnesty in March, 1879. In 
1882 he gained fresh notoriety as 
the practical initiator of the Anti- 
Marriage Movement; and two of 
his own daughters were actually 
married” in Ms own fashion 
without any religious or civil cere- 
mony. The third volume of his 
" GeograpMe IJniverselle ” was 
published in 1877. 

' EEBESDALE (Eaul oi’). The 
Eight Hoh. John Thoka-s Free- 
man Miteobd, son of John Mitford, 
first Lord Eedesdale, by Lady 
Frances Percival, sixth daughter of 
John, second Earl of Egmont, was 
born in Ireland, Sept. 9, 1806. His 
father was a distinguished lawyer, 
who, after having filled the offices of 
Solicitor and Attorney-General, and 
Speaker of the House of Commons 
in England, was, in 1802, appointed 
Lord High Chancellor of Ireland, 
and raised to the peerage of the 
United Kingdom by the title of 
Baron Eedesdale, of Eedesdale in 
Northumberland, The first peer, 
who was younger brother to WiEiam 
Mitford, the Mstorian of Greece, 
assumed the surname and arms of 
Freeman in 1809. His son, the 
present Earl of Eedesdale, received 


Ms education at Eton and at New 
CoUege, Oxford (B.A., 1825; M.A., 
1828; hon. P.C L., 1853). On the 
death of his father, Jan. 16, 1830, ho 
succeeded him as Baron Eedesdale. 
At the commencement of the session 
of 1851 he was elected Chairman of 
Committees and Deputy Speaker of 
the House of Lords in the room of 
the late Earl of Shaftesbury, who 
had a short time previously re- 
signed Since that period he has 
exercised great mfluence over the 
Private Bill legislation of the Upper 
House. One of his duties is to 
preside at the sittings of the Peers 
when Bills are passing through 
Committee of the whole House, and 
since 1851 he has rarely been 
absent from his place at the table. 
He was advanced to an earldom in 
Dec., 1876 . His lordship has always 
taken a deep interest in religious 
questions. As a member of the 
Eoyal Commission on the Law of 
Divorce, he found himself unable to 
sign the report, having come to the 
conclusion that divorces d vinculo 
matrmon%% are not allowed by the 
Divine law imder any circum- 
stances. This view of the subject 
he vindicated in a pamphlet entitled 
"The Law of Scripture against 
Divorce,” 1856. Previously to this 
he had published "Eeflections on 
the Doctrine of Eegeneration, and 
its connection with both Sacra- 
ments,” 2nd edit. 1849; and "Ob- 
servations on the Judgment in the 
Gorham Case and the Way to 
Unity,” 1850. In 1874 he published 
"Eeasonings on some Disputed 
Points of Doctrine,” and in 1876 he 
entered into a controversy with 
Cardinal Manning, in the columns 
of a daily newspaper, on Commu- 
nion in both kinds. His lordship 
strenuously opposed the disestab- 
lishment and disendowment of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in 
Ireland, mainly on the ground that 
the consent of the Queen could not 
be given to such a measure, inas- 
much as she had taken at her coro- 
njation gu oath "to maintain and

ijpeserve inviolably the settlement 
of the United Church of England 
and Ireland^ and the doctrine, dis- 
cipline, and government thereof, as 
by law established, within England 
and Ireland, and the territories 
thereunto belonging With refer- 
ence to this subject his lordship 
published a pamphlet entitled 
« Lord Macaulay on the Coronation 
Oath,"' 1869. Lord Eedesdale took 
a prominent part m the debates on 
the Alabama Claims He published 
m 1859 "Thoughts on English 
Prosody and Translations from 
Horace," and "Further Thoughts 
on English Prosody." 

REDQ-EAYE, Richard, E.A., son 
of a manufacturer, in whose count- 
ing-house he passed his earlier 
years, chiefly employed in making 
designs and working-drawings, be- 
sides occasionally sketching from 
nature, was bom in Pimlico, April 
30, 1804. He began to study from 
the marbles in the British Museum 
in 1822, was admitted a student in 
the Royal Academy in 1826, and 
about this time was forced to eke 
out his resources by teaching land- 
scape drawing. He twice com- 
peted, but without success, for the 
Academy's gold medal, having been 
defeated on the second occasion by 
Madise. A picture exhibited at 
the British Institution, "Gulliver 
on the Farmer's Table," bought for 
the purpose of engraving, was his 
first success His next effort, " Ellen 
Orford," from Crabbe, rejected at 
the Institution, was hung " on the 
line " at the Academy in 1838, and at 
once purchased. It was followed by 
"Quintin Matsys," "Olivia's Return 
to Her Parents," in 1839 ; and " The 
Reduced Gentleman's Laughter," 
in 1840, which commanded imme- 
diate purchasers and fresh commis- 
sions, thus enabling the painter to 
relinquish the drudgery of teach- 
ing, and to devote himself entirely 
to his art. In 1840 he was elected 
an Associate, and amongst other 
works produced " The Oastle- 
buUder," 1841 j " Tbe Poor 


Teacher," 1843; "The Sempstress," 
and "The Wedding Morning — the 
Departure," 18 ll , " The Gover- 
ness,” 1815, "Sunday Morning," 
1816 ; " Fashion's Slaves," and 
" Country Cousins," painted for 
Mr. Yernon, 1818. In 1812, and in 
1846, he exhibited landscapes at 
the Academy. His best known 
works are — " Happy Sheep,” “ The 
Moor-hen's Haunt," 1817, "Spring 
— ^the Trout's Dark Haunt," 1848 , 
"The Solitary Pool," 1819, "The 
Evelyn Woods,” 1850 ; " The Poet's 
Study," 1851 ; " The Woodland 
Mirror," 1862 , "The Forest Poi'tal," 
1853 ; "An Old-English Homestead," 
1854 ; and " The Midwood Shade." 
Meanwhile he tried his hand on 
several figure-pieces of higher pro- 
tensions, such as " The Attiring of 
Griselda," 1850 , " The Plight into 
Egypt," 1851 ; in which year Mr. 
Redgrave was elected R A. During 
the latter years of the Government 
School of Design, Mr Redgrave 
was its head-master, and on the 
formation of the Department of 
Practical Art, subsequently en- 
larged into that of Science and Art, 
he prepared a system and course 
of instruction, which, under his 
supervision as Inspector-General of 
Art Schools, is being gradually 
extended throughout the United 
Kingdom, In conjunction with 
Mr. H. Cole, he formed the Museum 
of Ornamental Art at Marlborough 
House, increased under their joint 
charge into the Museum of Art at 
South Kensington. Mr. Redgrave 
was selected to be the medium 
through whom Mr. Sheepshanks 
presented his unequalled collection 
of British pictures to the nation, 
stipulating that they should be 
placed at Kensington, and thus in- 
suring the success of the young in- 
stitution. In 1851 Mr. Redgrave 
was named one of the jurors on the 
section of Fine Arts, and wrote a 
report on the general state of De- 
sign as applied to manufactures in 
the Great Exhibition. The arrange- 
ments for representing British Art

in the Paris Universal Exhibition 
of 1855 were intrusted to hiiUj and 
he drew up a similar report, when 
the Cross of the Legion of Honour 
was bestowed upon him In 1858 Her 
Majesty appointed him surveyor of 
Crown pictures, and he has since 
been engaged in preparing a com- 
plete catalogue of all such works of 
art belonging to the Crown. At the 
International Exhibition of 1802 
the task of selecting and arranging 
specimens of British painting for 
the last hundred years was coiSded 
to him, and the works of native 
British artists, from Hogarth to 
the present day, were honourably 
contrasted with those of painters 
of other countries. These labours 
led to the preparation, in con- 
junction with his brother, Mr. S. 
Eedgrave, of a history of British 
art, from the time of Hogarth to 
that first international gathering, 
under the title of ^^A Century of 
Painters,^^ 1866. He was after- 
wards enabled, by gifts to, and 
purchases on the part of, the nation, 
to form an historical collection of 
water-colour paintings at the Ken- 
sington Museum. Mr. Eedgrave 
resigned his appointment as keeper 
of the Eoyal pictures, and his con- 
nection with the Department of 
Science and Art in 1880 His more 
recent pictures, exhibited at the 
Academy, are — “ Sermons in 
Stones,^' '' Startled Foresters,'^ and 
^‘Tranquil Waters,^' 1874<; '^Start- 
ing for a Holiday,^" " The Wreck 
of the Forest,'^ and " The Mill 
Pool,” 1875} "Calling the Sheep 
to Fold,” "To Market below the* 
Hill,” and "The Oak of the Mill 
Head,” 1876 , " Deserted,” " Help 
at Hand,^’ and " A Well-spring in 
the Forest,” 1877; “The Heir come 
of Age,” and “ Friday Street, Wot- 
ton,” 1878. 

EEED, Sis Edwasd Iambs, 
K.CB., M.P., bom at Sheerness, 
Sept. 20, 1830, was educated at the 
School of Mathematics and Haval 
Construction, Portsmouth, served 
in a subordinate capacity in Sheer- 


ness dockyard, and was afterwards 
editor of the Mechanics* Magazine, 
He paid great attention to navai 
architecture, on which he became 
an authority, and was induced to 
accept the Secretaryship of the In- 
stitution of Naval Architects. He 
submitted to the Admualty pro- 
posals to reduce the dimensions, 
cost, and time required for building 
our iron-dads, and was soon after 
appointed Chief Constructor of the 
Navy. In about three years he 
designed iron-clad ships for the 
British navy, amounting to an 
aggregate of 35,000 tons j a large 
iron-clad frigate for the Turkish 
government ; a fleet of steam- 
transports for the service of our 
Indian government, consisting of 
five ships of 4,000 tons each, a 
paddle despatch-steamer of war, 
and numerous tugs, life-boats, and 
other smaller vessels. After four 
years of further service as Cluef 
Constructor, Mr. Reed, whose ob- 
jections to rigged sea-going turret 
ships were well known, found these 
vessels so much in favour, that he 
resigned his office in July, 1870. 
His resignation was made remark- 
able by the capsizing of the turret 
ship Captain a few weeks after- 
wards. Mr. Eeed was afterwards 
engaged in private pursuits, visit- 
ing occasionally the foreign dock- 
yards of Europe. He was returned 
to Parliament in the Liberal in- 
terest as member for the Pembroke 
boroughs at the general election of 
Feb., 1871. He represented that 
constituency till April, 1880, when 
he was returned for Cardiff. He 
received the Companionship of the 
Bath from the Queen of England ; 
the Star of the Imperial Order of 
St. Stanislas (1st class) from the 
Emperor of Eussia; the Star and 
Eibbon of the Medjidie (2nd class) 
from the Sultan of Turkey, and the 
Knight Commandership of the Im-» 
perial Order of Joseph from the 
Emperor of Austria.

REICHEL, The Ybby Rev. 
Ohables Parsons, B D., was born 
at Fulnee, near Leeds, Yorkshire, 
and educated at the University of 
Berlin, and Trinity College, Dublin, 
in which latter he was senior classic.

1858 he was created D.D. by the 
University of Dublin. 

REID, Thomas Wemtss, was 
born at Newcastle-on-Tyne in 1842, 
bemg son of the Rev. Alexander 
Reid.\ He was educated by Dr. 
CoUinglyood Bruce at Newcastle ; 
became journalist in 1861 , in 
1864 was ^appointed editor of the 
PTQston Guardian, and in 1870 
editor of tK^ Leeds Mercury, which 
appointment \^he still holds. Mr. 
Reid has contijhuted largely to the 
leading revie"^ and magazines. 
He is the autata^f "Charlotte 
Bronte; a Monogr^JilJjy^ ^ hio- 
graphical work, intende^fi^^upple- 
ment Mrs. Gaskell's well-BlS^gni 
"Life of the author of ^ Jane Eyre?^ 
This work, which was published irh 
1877, has gone through several edi- 
tions both in England and the 
United States. The other works 
written by Mr. Reid are " Cabinet 
Portraits," sketches of leading 
Statesmen of both parties, 1872 ; 
" Politicians of To-Day," 1879 ; and 
"The Land of the Bey," 1882, a 
narrative of a visit to Tunis during 
the military operations of Prance. 
Mr. Reid has also contributed to 
the Leeds Mercury an extensive 
series of literary and social essays, 
under the title of " The Rambling 
Philosopher," as well as letters 
descriptive of travel in various 
parts of the world. 

REINKENS, Joseph Hubert, 
D.D., one of the leaders of the 

Old Catholic" movement in Ger- 
many, was bom at Burtschied, Aix- 
la-Chapelle, March 1, 1821, studied 
theology in the University of Bonn, 
entered the seminary at Cologne in 
1847, and was ordained priest in 
the following year by the late Car- 
dinal von Geissel. Afterwards ho 
returned to Bonn to continue his 
studies ; graduated as D.D. at 
Munich in 1849 ; settled as private 
tutor at Breslau in 1850 ; was ap- 
pointed in 1852 preacher on festi- 
vals and penitentiary at^the cathe- 
dral and incumbent of the Electoral 
Chapel ; in 1853 Extraordinary 
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Professor of Cliurcli History ; and 
was rector of Breslau University, 
1865-66. He was one of tlie four- 
teen professors who, at Nuremburg, 
protested against the Vatican de- 
crees in Aug., 1870 Eor this he 
was suspended from his professor- 
ship, and in 1S72 he was excom- 
municated by Bishop Forster of 
Breslau. Dr Eeinkens became a 
promment leader of the self-styled 
^"Old Catholics,"^ and was elected 
Bishop of the new sect, June 4, 
1873, at Cologne, in an assembly 
consisting of twenty-one priests and 
fifty-six laymen. The consecration 
ceremony was performed (Aug 11) 
by the Dutch Jansenist Bishop 
Heycamp of Deventer. Dr. Rein- 
kens has published numerous works 
in German on the theological con- 
troversies of the day 
RENAN", Joseph Ernest, philo- 
logist, member of the Institute, born 
at Treguier, Cdtes-du-Nord, Feb. 27, 
1823, was destined for the ecclesi- 
astical profession, and went to Pans 
at an early age in order to study, 
ffis abilities having attracted at- 
tention, he was chosen at the ter- 
mination of his classical studies to 
follow the course of theology at the 
seminary of Saint-Sulpice, when he 
showed a taste for the study of 
languages and philosophy, and com- 
menced learning Hebrew, Arabic, 
and Syriac. But his independence 
of thought did not accord with the 
necessary qualifications for the 
priesthood, and he quitted the 
seminary in order to be better able 
to pursue his own course. In 1848 
he gained the Volney prize for a 
m4moire upon the Semitic languages, 
which has been published under the 
title of Histoire Gdn^rale et Sys- 
t^mes Compares des Langues S4mi- 
tiques.” His work, entitled " Etude 
de la Langue Greoque au Moyen 
Age,^' published in 1845, was crowned 
by the Institute. In 1849 he was 
sent to Italy on a literary mission 
by the Academic des Inscriptions et 
BeUes-Lettres, in 1851 was attached 
to the department of Manuscripts 


in the Bibliotheque Nationale, and 
in 1856 was elected a member of 
the Acadomie des Inscriptions in 
place of M. Augustin Thierry. At 
the end of 1860 he was sent on a 
mission to Syria. In 1862 ho was 
appointed Professor of Hebrew, but 
did not permanently occupy the 
chair for fear of a renewal of the 
manifestations which occurred at 
his opening lecture in February. 
In 1863 he published his well-known 
‘^Vie de Jesus,” which he wrote 
after his voyage to Syria, and of 
which numerous editions have been 
issued. This work was vehemently 
attacked by the bishops and clergy, 
the result being that the author was 
dismissed from his professorship. 
M. Duruy, the Minister of Public 
Instruction, endeavoured to conceal 
the significance of this dismissal by 
giving him an office in the Biblio- 
th^que Imperiale ; he, however, 
strongly protested against the ap- 
pointment, which was revoked June 
11, 1864. At the elections to the 
Corps L(5giBlatif in May, 1869, he 
was an unsuccessful candidate in 
the second circonscription of the 
department of Seine-et-Marne. M. 
Renan was elected a member of 
the French Academy June 13, 1878, 
in the room of M. Claude Bernard : 
he defeated M. "Wallon by 19 votes 
to 15. He attended the Congress 
of Orientalists held at Florence in 
Sept. 1878. M Renan has, in ad- 
dition to the works already men- 
tioned, published numerous m4- 
moires on comparative philology, 
and articles in the LiherU de Penser, 
the Bevue des Deux Mondes, the 
Journal de Vlnstruetion Publique, 
the Debats, &c Some of these were 
published in a collected form, under 
the title of " llltudes d'Histoire Re- 
ligieuse,” in 1857. He published a 
translation of '^Le Livre de Job,” 
1859, and of the ^‘Cantique des 
Cantiques,” 1860 j ^'Lettre h, mes 
CoU^gues,” 1862 ; Mission de PhS- 
nicie," 1864; ^^Trois Inscriptions 
Ph6niciennes,” 1864; Les Ap6- 
tres/' 1866; ‘’^NTouvelles Observa- 
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tiona d'Epigraphie Hebraique/^ 
1867 ; Sur les Inscriptions He- 
braiques des Synagogues de Kefr- 
Bereim, en G-alxlee/' 1867, Bap- 
port sur les Progres de la Littera- 
ture Orientale et sur les Ouvraiges 
relatifs k rOrient/"* 1867, "‘'Saint- 
Paul/^ 1869 j La Mission en Pbe- 
nioie,^^ 1874, containing an account 
of the scientific researches in Syria 
during the sojourn of the French 
army in 1860-61 ; “ Dialogues et 
Fragments Philosophiques/^ 1876, 
" Spinoza,” a lecture, 1877 j Les 
Eyangiles,” 1877 In 1878 he pub- 
lished in the Temps, under the title 
Caliban,” a satirical continuation 
of Shakspere's '"Tempest,” in which 
all Shakspere^’s characters are in- 
troduced, but under greatly altered 
circumstances. The hero becomes 
a demagogue, supplants the Duke 
of Milan, and acts the tyrant, until 
he is himself overthrown. M. Benan 
married a daughter of Henri Schef- 
fer, the painter, and was decorated 
with the Legion of Honour in Deo. 
1860. His "Histoire des Origines 
du Christianisme,” commenced in 
1863, was completed in 7 vols. in 

1882. This history of primitive 
Christianity comprises the " Yie de 
Jesus” and other works, ending 
with the "Marc Aurele.” His 
"Souvenirs d’Enfance et de Jeu- 
nesse,” 1883, discloses why he sepa- 
rated himself from the Catholic 
Church while remaining " a moral 
disciple of Jesus.” It is stated that 
he is writing a new book, "The 
History of Israel before the Birth 
of Christ.” In 1880 M Renan de- 
livered, in London, in his native 
language, the Hibbert Lectures on 
" The Influence of the Institutions, 
Thought, and Culture of Rome on 
Christianity, and the Development 
of the Catholic Church.” On the 
occasion of this visit to London he 
also delivered (April 16), at the Royal 
Institution, a lecture on the Roman 
Emperor, Marcus Aurelius. He was 
elected Director of the French Aca- 
demy in April, 1881 j and in June, 

1883, he was ap|)ointed manager 


or vice-rector of the College <le 
France. 

RENOUF, Petbu Le Pack, ori- 
ental scholar, was born in the isle 
of Guernsey in 1821, received his 
early education in Elizalioth Col- 
lege there, and afterwards bi'canio 
a scholar of Pembroke College, Ox- 
ford. At Easter, 1812, he hocaiuo 
a member of the Roman Catholic. 
Church. On the oponing of the 
Catholic University of Ireland, in 
1855, he was appointed by Dr. How"- 
man. Professor in that institution, 
where ho filled the chairs of Ancient 
History and Eastern Languages 
In 1864 he became one of Her Ma- 
jesty's Inspectors of 8choolR, .and 
he has since continued to hold that 
appointment. Through Ixis marriag(‘ 
in 1857 with Ludowika, the oldest 
daughter of Christian Brentano, 
Mr. Renouf was closely allied to 
many persons whose names arc* il- 
lustrious in the literature of Ger- 
many. Whilst at the Catholic Uni- 
versity he was one of the editors 
of the Atlantis and of the Kowic 
and Poreign Review; and ho has 
since contributed to various other 
periodicals, particularly to the 
Chronicle, the North British Re- 
view, and the Acadenvy in this 
country j and to the Zeitschrift J'i'rr 
JEgyptische Bprache und AUerthum- 
sJeunde, conducted by Dr, Lepsius 
at Berlin. Some papers by Mr, 
Renouf are published in the " Trans- 
actions of the Society of Biblical 
Archseology.” A list of hia^^writ- 
ings, as far as they are separately 
published, is subjoined The 
Doctrine of the Catholic Church lu 
England on the Holy Eucharist,” 
1841; "The Greek and Anglican 
Communions,” 1817; "Traduction 
d"un Chapitre du Rituel fun^‘rairG 
des Anciens Egyptions. Lettre 
adrepe, h, M. le Professeur Merkel, 
Bihlioth^caire Royal il Aschafien- 
bourg,” 1860 , " Note on some Ne- 
gative Particles of the Egyptian 
Language,” 1862 ,* " A Prayer from 
the Egyptian Ritual, translated 
from the Hieroglyphic Tea;t,” 1862 j 
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Sir G-. C. Lewis on tlie Decipher- 
ment and Interpretation of Dead 
Lan^ages/" 1863, being a reply to 
the late Sir G. C. Lewises attacks 
on Champollion and other deci- 
pherers of ancient inscriptions ; 

A few words on the supposed 
LafiTi Origin of the Arabic Version 
of the Gospels,” 1863, "University 
Education for English Catholics. 
A Letter to the Very Eev. Dr 
Neivnian, by a Catholic Layman,” 
1864; "Miscellaneous Notes on 
Egyptian Philology,” 1866; "The 
Condemnation of Pope Honorius,” 
1868, a work furiously attacked by 
the Eoman CathoHe press and 
placed on the Index ; "The Case of 
Pope Honorius reconsidered, with 
reference to recent Apologies,” 
1869 ; " Note on Egyptian Preposi- 
tions,” 1874 ; " An Elementary 
Manual of the Egyptian Language,” 
1875 , and " Lectures on the Origin 
and Growth of Eeligion as illus- 
trated by the Eeligion of Ancient 
Egypt,” 1880, being the Hibbert 
Lectures delivered in the previous 
year. 

EBUTEE, Baron Paul Julius, 
was born at Cassel, in 1818. He 
was connected with the Electric 
Telegraph system from its earliest 
establishment The practical work- 
ing of the telegraph, in 1849, be- 
tween Aix-la-Chapelle and Berlin 
— the first section opened to the 
public — convinced him that a new 
era in correspondence had arisen, 
and in the former town he estab- 
lished the first centre of an organi- 
sation for collecting and transmit- 
ting telegraphic news. As the 
various telegraph lines were opened i 
in succession, they were made sub- 
' servient to his system , and when 
‘ the cable between Calais and Dover 
was laid in 1851, Mr. Eeuter, who 
^ had become a naturalised British 
^ object, transferred his chief ofS.ce j 
^ ^ London. Previously to the open- 
^ ^g of his office, the leading London 
^pers had furnished the public 
^pth scanty and incomplete intelli- 
Ip^oe, which was reproduced by the 


rest of the Press, and Mr. Eeuter, 
to remedy this defect, established 
agencies in all parts of the world, to 
supply him with news, since which 
time the British Press has contained 
a daily record of the latest impor- 
tant events connected with politics, 
commerce, and science. The system 
he adopted of supplying all the 
papers indiscriminately with the 
same intelligence has greatly con- 
tributed to the important develop- 
ment of the penny press . A similar 
organisation has been inaugurated 
by Mr. Eeuter in America, India, 
China, Australia, and all the Con- 
tinental States . It was only by the 
united contributions of the several 
branches that the extensive staff of 
correspondents and the great ex- 
penses necessarily incidental to 
the work could be supported, the 
richest Press of any single country 
being insufficient to render such an 
undertaking possible. During the 
Franco-Austrian war, and during 
the civil war in America, Mr, 
Eeuter was fortunate in being the 
first to publish the most important 
news, thereby gaining the confi- 
dence of the nation and the press 
— a confidence which he has main- 
tained by his constant activity. In 
1865, Mr. Eeuter transferred his 
business to a Limited Liability 
Company, of which he is the 
manager, and in the same year he 
obtained from the Hanoverian Go- 
vernment a concession for the con- 
struction of a submarine telegraph 
line between England and Germany, 
which enabled a through telegraphic 
communication to be made direct 
between London and the principal 
towns of Germany. Mr. Eeuter 
also obtained a concession from the 
French Government for the con- 
struction and laying of a cable 
between France and the United 
States, which was laid in 1869, and 
which is worked in conjunction with 
the Anglo-American Telegraph 
Company. In 1871, the Duke of 
Coburg Gotha, in recognition of his- 
public services, conferred on him 
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the title of Baron. Since 1878, the 
Baron has laid down his ofS.ce of 
Managing Director of Eenter^s 
Telegram Company, hut still re- 
tains a seat on the Board of 
its Directors. Baron Reuter has 
greatly attracted the attention of 
the political world, through a con- 
cession granted to him, in 1872, 
by the Shah of Persia. In virtue 
of this concession, Baron Reuter 
has the exclusive privilege of con- 
structing railways, working mines 
and forests, and making use of all 
the other natural resources of that 
country, besides farming the cus- 
toms. This immense monopoly 
which Baron Reuter endeavoured 
to render subservient to British 
interests — ^without, however, ex- 
cluding other nations, met with 
difB.eulties through certain in- 
trigues ; these, however, he expects 
to remove, as Her Majesty^s Go- 
vernment has interposed in his 
favour 

REYNOLDS, The Rev. Henry 
Robert, D.D., son of the Rev John 
Reynolds, of "^msey, and grandson 
of Dr. Henry Revell Reynolds, 
physician in ordinary to George III., 
was bom at Romsey, Hampshire, 
Feb. 26, 1825, and educated at 
Coward College and at University 
College, London He graduated 
B.A in 1841, obtained the Univer- 
sity Scholarship in Mathematics, 
was elected a Fellow of University 
College in 1848, and received the 
degree of D.D. from the University 
of Edinburgh in 1869. He was 
appointed Minister of the Congre- 
gational Church at Halstead, in 
Essex, in 1846; removed to Leeds 
and became Minister of the East 
Parade Congregational Church in 
that town in 1849 ; was appomted 
President of the Countess of Hunt- 
ingdon’s College at Cheshunt in 
1860, and also Professor of Theology 
and Exegesis Dr. Reynolds was one 
of the editors of the Bnhsh Quar- 
terly Review from 1866 to 1874. He 
was the editor of and contributor to 
two series of essays on Church pro- 


blems, entitled Ecclesia,” m 1869 
and 1870 , is author of Beginnings 
of the Divme Life,” and " Notes of 
the Christian Life,-” joint author 
of '^Yes and No, or. Glimpses of 
the Great Conflict,” and joint 
editor of " Psalms and Hymns for 
Christian Worship.” In 1874 he 
published, as the second of the new 
senes of ‘'‘'Congregational Union 
Lectures,” a work entitled “ John 
the Baptist a contribution to Chris- 
tian Evidences ” He is author of 
numerous articles in the Dic- 
tionary of Christian Biography,’^ 
vol II., and in the first series of 
the "Expositor” in 1881 — a work 
entitled "The Philosophy of Prayer 
and other Essays.” 

RHYS, John, M A., born June 21, 
1840, at Abercaero, near Ponterwyd, 
Cardiganshu'e, was educated at 
village schools near home , served a 
pupil teacher’s apprenticeship at 
Penllwyn British School near 
Aberystwyth from August, 1855, 
to the end of 1859 ; was tramed at 
Bangor Normal College to be a 
pubuc elementary schoolmaster in 
1860 ; and had charge of a school in 
Anglesey till the end of 1865. He 
matriculated as a commoner of Jesus 
College, Oxford, at Michaelmas, 

1865, and commenced residence in 

1866 , read for the classical school 
and was placed in the second class 
in Moderations. Subsequently he 
was placed in the first class in finals 
at the end of 1869, and was the 
same week elected a Fellow of 
Merton College, Oxford. He also 
attended lectures at intervals from 
1868 to 1870 at the Sorbonne, the 
College de France, and the Univer- 
sity of Heidelberg. In 1870 he 
matriculated at Leipzig, and read 
under Professors Curtius, Ritschl, 
Leskien, and Brockhaus. In 1871 
he matriculated at Gottingen, but 
soon afterwards returned, having 
been appointed Her Majesty’s In- 
spector of Schools for the counties 
of Flint and Denbigh in May, 1871. 
He was appointed Professor of 
Celtic in the University of Oxford 





in Feb., 1877. In that year he 
published his "lioctui-es on Welsh 
Philology.'’" He had previously 
been known as a Celtic scholar by 
his articles in Euhn"s Beitmge mr 
vergle%chenden SprachforscTiung, the 
Bevue Qeltigue, and the Archceologia 
Oanibrmsis. Mr Eh^^s was elected 
a perpetual member of the Societe 
de Lmguistique de Paris in 1873 , 
made a corresponding member of 
the Dorpat G-elehrten Esthnisclien 
deseUschaft in 1877, and elected 
an Honorary Fellow of Jesus Col- 
lege, Oxford, Oct 30, 1877. He 
served on Lord Aberdare"s Commis- 
sion appointed in August, 1880, to 
inquire into the present condition 
of Intermediate and Higher Educa- 
tion in Wales In Oct., 1881, he 
was elected to a Fellowship at J esus 
College, and in 1882 a work of his 
on Celtic Britain was published by 
the Society for Promoting Christian 
Knowledge 

EICHAEDS, Bbinlet, pianist 
and composer, son of Mr. H. 
Richards, organist of St. Peter’s, 
Carmarthen, was born in 1819, and, 
bemg intended for the medical pro- 
fession, was placed with a surgeon 
at Carmarthen, but abandoned it 
for one more congenial to his taste. 
With the assistance of the then 
Duke of Newcastle, he entered the 
Eoyal Academy of Music, where he 
gained the King’s Scholarship in 
1835 and 1837. Mr. Richards’s 
name is identified with Welsh 
National Music, and with an ardent 
love of the Principality. This spirit 
has had a great infiuence on his 
musical career, has given an im- 
pulse to his genius, and contributed 
to his success. His effusions in 
honour of Wales have assumed a 
patriotic importance, and his ** Cam- 
brian War-Song,” The Cambrian 
Plume,” and “ The Harp of Wales,” 
are destined to share in the popu- 
larity of his song " God Bless the 
Prince of Wales.” Some of his 
orchestral works have been fre- 
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place, he attracted the notice of 
Chopin, and formed an intimacy 
which lasted till the death of that 
illustrious composer. As a pianist, 
Mr. Richards holds a very promi- 
nent rank, not only as a brilliant 
solo player, but more especially 
for his performance of the works 
of Beethoven, Mendelssohn, &c. 
Among his principal compositions 
may be mentioned his sacred songs 
— “In the Hour of My Distress,” 
“ The Pilgrim’s Path,” “As o’er the 
Past,” and “ Through the Day , ” 
part-songs — “ Up, Quit Thy Bower,” 
“ What Bells are those ? ” “ Sweet 
Day so Cool,” and “ Ye Little Birds ” 
(madrigal); — for the pianoforte — 
“Overture in F minor,” for full 
orchestra; a volume of “Octave 
Studies,” “Caprice in F sharp,” 
“Andante con Moto,” “ The Angel’s 
Song,” “ The Vision,” “ In Memo- 
riam,” “Recollections of Wales,” 
“ The Carmarthen March,” for 
military band (composed by request 
of the Earl of Cawdor, for the 
county of Carmarthen), and numer- 
ous pianoforte solos, most of which 
have been republished in Milan, 
Leipzig, *and Pans. He was pre- 
sented to the Prince of Wales on 
St David’s Day, 1867, as the com- 
poser of “ God Bless the Prince of 
Wales.” 

RICHARDS, Vice-Admiral Sib 
George Henry, C.B., F.R.S., son 
of Capt. George Spencer Richards, 
R.N., was born Jan. 13, 1820, at 
Anthony, Cornwall. After reoei'ving 
a suitable education at a private 
school, he was appointed to the 
naval service in 1833, made a Lieu- 
tenant in 181-2, a Commander in 
1810, a Captain in 1851, Rear-Ad- 
miral in 1870, and Vice-Admiral in 
1877. While a captain he served 
as Naval Aide-de-Camp to the 
Queen, was present during the 
Chinese war of 1811-2, at the action 
and storming of the forts at Obli- 
gado in the Parana River, 1815, 
and was Commander of H.M.S. 
AssisiancCj in search of Franklin in 
the Arctic Regions during 1852-3-1. 
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He received tlie Companionsliip 
o£ the Bath in 1871 j is a Fel- 
low of the Royal Society, of the 
Royal G-eographical Societies of 
London, Berlin, and Turin, and a 
Member of the Academy of Sciences 
of Paris Admiral Richards has 
been engaged in and conducted 
many nautical surveys of foreign 
countries — China, the Falkland 
Isles, Rio de la Plata, Hew Zea- 
land, Australia, Yancouver Island, 
British Columbia, &c. ; was a 
Queen^s Commissioner for settling 
the Oregon boundary from 1856 to 
1862; and Hydrographer of the 
Admiralty from 1863 to 1874. He 
was knighted in 1877. 

RICHARDSON, Benjahin 
Ward, M.D., F.R.S., born Oct. 31, 
1828, at Somerby, in the county of 
Leicester, was educated at the 
school of the Rev. W. Y. Nutt, at 
Burrow-on-the-Hill, Leicestershire, 
and at Anderson's University, 
Glasgow. He graduated in medi- 
cine at the University of St. An- 
drews in 1864, and received the 
honorary degree of M.A. from the 
same university in 1859, He gained 
the Fothergihan Gold Medal in 
1854, for an essay on the diseases 
of the child before birth , and the 
AstLey Cooper prize of .£300 in 
1856, for an essay on the coagula- 
tion of the blood. Dr. Richardson 
became a member of the Royal 
College of Physicians by examina- 
tion in 1856, and was elected a 
Fellow of the College in 1861 , he 
was elected a Fellow of the Royal 
Society in 1867, and Croonian Lec- 
turer in 1873 ; honorary member 
of the Philosophical Society of 
America in 1863 ; of the Imperial 
Leopold Carolma Academy of 
Sciences in 1867 , and of the Phy- 
siological and Statistical Academy 
of Milan in 1870. In 1865 he con- 
ducted an experimental research 
on the nature of the poisons of the 
spreading of contagious diseases, 
which ended m the detection of a 
special poisonous product, common 
in these poisons, to which he gave | 


the name of sejptine. In 18CG he 
discovered the application of ether 
spray for the local abolition of pain 
in surgical operations. He intro- 
duced methylene bi-cliloride as a 
general ansesthetic, and discovered 
the controlling influence of nitrate 
of amyl over tetanus and other 
spasmodic affections. He originated, 
and for some years edited, the 
Journal of Public Health, and after- 
wards the Social Science Review . 
Dr. Richardson's principal con- 
tributions to medical and scientiflc 
literature have been directed to the 
advancement of medical practice 
by the experimental method. The 
study of disease by synthesis ; the 
restoration of life after vaiious 
forms of apparent death ; the inves- 
tigation of the theory of a nervous 
atmosphere or ether , the effects of 
electricity on animal life j methods 
of killing animals intended for 
food without the infliction of pain ; 
numerous original papers on new 
medicines and new modes of treat- 
ment of diseases; and a series of 
researches on alcohol in relation to 
its action on man, the results oi: 
which were delivered before the 
Society of Arts in the Cantor 
Course of Lectures for 1874-5, Dr. 
Richardson has been president of 
the Medical Society of London and 
four times president of the St. An- 
drew's -.wi_iical Graduates' Asso- 
ciation. In 1869 he succeeded Lord 
Jerviswoode as assessor for the 
General Council in the University 
Court of St. Andrews. He is Hono- 
rary Physician to the Royal Lite- 
rary Fund, the Newspaper Press 
Fund, and the National Society of 
Schoolmasters. In 1868, in recog- 
nition of his various contributions 
to science and medicine,'" he was 
presented by six hundred of his 
medical brethren and fellows in 
science with a testimonial consist- 
ing of a microscope by Ross, and 
one^ thousand guineas. At the 
Social Science Congress held at 
Brighton in Oct., 1876, he read a 
paper which excited interest and

gave rise to much subsequent dis- 
cussioiL In it he gave a sketch of 
an imaginary model City of 
Health to be called Hygeia. Dr. 
Richardson^’s most recent researches 
have been directed to the study of 
the diseases incident to modern 
civihsation — diseases of modem 
life. The University of St. An- 
drews conferred on him the hono- 
rary degree of LL.D.^ Reb. 15, 
1877. 

RICHMOND AND GORDON 
(Duke of). His Grace Charles 
Henry Gordon-Lennox, K.G., 
eldest son of tlie fifth Duke of 
Richmond, was born at Richmond 
House, Whitehall, Feb. 27, 1818, 
and educated at Westminster School 
and Christ Church, Oxford, where 
he graduated B.A. in 1839 j became 
a captain in the army in 1844 j i was 
aide-de-camp to the Duke of Well- 
ington from 1842 till 1852, and to 
Viscount Hardinge from 1852 till 
1854. In 1860 he succeeded his 
father as Duke of Riolimond, to 
which dukedom was added in 187C 
that of Gordon. His Grace was 
appomted President of the Poor 
Law Board, and sworn a Privy 
Councillor, in March, 1859, and re- 
signed in June, on the retirement 
of Lord Derby and his party j was 
made a Knight of the Garter, 
Peb. 6, and was President of the 
Board of Trade from March 8, 
1867, till Dec , 1868. He repre- 
sented West Sussex in the Con- 
servative mterest from July, 1841, 
till he succeeded his father as sixth 
Duke of Richmond, Oct. 21, 1860. 
His Grace was the acknowledged 
leader of the Conservative party in 
the House of Peers from Feb. 26, 
1870, till Mr. Disraeh's elevation 
to the peerage as Viscount Beacons- 
field. When that party returned 
to office in Feb., 1874, he was made 
Lord President of the Council, and 
he retained that office until the de- 
feat 6f the Conservatives in April, 
1880. He introduced the BUI by 
which Church Patronage was abol- 
i^ed in Scotland (1874), and also 


the Agricultural Holdings Bill of 
1875. 

RICHMOND, George, R.A., son 
of an artist, born in 1809, was early 
introduced to the study of art, and 
in 1824 became a student at the 
Royal Academy, about which time 
he was introduced to William 
Blake, sweet visionary Blake,"" as 
Hayley calls him, to whom he 
looked for direction and guidance 
in art till, in 1827, he followed him 
to the grave. In 1837 he left Eng- 
land for Italy, and spent two years 
in the study of the great works in 
Venice, Florence, and Rome. In 
1840, he returned to the practice of 
water-colour portraits, which he 
had suspended for two years, ad- 
ding largely to it life-size studies 
in chalk, as a preparation for fu- 
ture practice in oil. In 1854 he 
exhibited a whole-length portrait 
of Sir Robert Harry Inglis, painted 
for the Bodleian Gallery, at Oxford , 
and a half-length of the Bishop of 
New Zealand (Dr. Selwyn), for St. 
John"s College, Cambridge ; and 
from this time he has been almost 
exclusively employed in oil paint- 
ing. In 1860, he was emi)loyed to 
execute, for St. PauFs Cathedral, a 
monument of the late Bishop Blom- 
field, which he finished and erected 
in 1866. In 1847, he was appointed 
by Mr. Gladstone a member of the , 
council of the Government Schools * 
of Design ; and in 1856, by Sir G. 
Comewall Lewis, one of the* Royal 
Commissioners for determining the 
National Gallery site, (fee. In 1867, 
the University of Oxford conferred 
upon him the honorary degree of 
D.C.L. The portraits executed by 
him number between 3,000 and 
4,000, hundreds of which have been 
engraved. 

RICORD, Philippe, physician, 
member of the Academie de M^jde- 
cine, grandson of a distinguished 
physician of Marseilles, and bro- 
ther of M. J B. Ricord, the author 
of several works upon medicine 
and natural history, was born at 
Baltimore, U.Sv Deo, IQ, 1800 , and 
3 o 
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went to Paris m 1820. He was 
almost immediately admitted as an 
%nteme^ and was attaclied succes- 
sively to the H6tel Dieuj under 
Dupuytren, and to La Pitic, under 
Lisfranc. In March, 1(S2G, he took 
the degree of Doctor, and prac- 
tised at Olivet, near Oi leans, and 
Crouy-sur-Ourcq, after which he re- 
turned to Paris, delivered a course 
of lectures on surgical operations, 
and was appointed in 1831 Surgeon- 
in-Chief to the H6pital des Yene- 
riens of the South, which position 
he held till Oct., 1860, when he 
retired. This appointment secured 
for Dr. Eicord the special reputa- 
tion which he enjoys for his l^ow- 
ledge and treatment of that class 
of &seases to which it relates. Dr. 
Eicord discovered a cure for vari- 
cocele, &c., for which he received, 
in 1842, the Monthyon prize. He 
has been a member of the Imperial 
Academy (section of surgical path- 
ology) since 1850, and is attached 
as Consulting Surgeon to the Dis- 
pensary of Pubfic Health. By 
decree, July 28, 1862, he was ap- 
pointed Physician in Ordinary to 
Prince Napoleon j and on Oct, 26, 
1869, he was nommated Consulting 
Surgeon to the Emperor, whom he 
had assiduously attended during 
his recent illness, and who, in 
recognition of the services thus 
rendered, presented him with a 
snuff-box with 20,000 francs He 
was promoted to the rank of Com- 
mander of the Legion of Honour, 
Aug. 12, 1860, and has been deco- 
rated with numerous foreign orders. 
Amongst his various worlm may be 
named "De TEmploi du Specu- 
lum,"" published in 1883 ; "" De la 
Blennorrhagie de la Eemme,” in 
1834 ; “ Emploi de POnguent Mer-

in addition to a largo number of 
memoires, researches, communica- 
tions, &c., inserted for the most 
part in the Mdmoires et Bulletins de 
VAcade'mie de Me'decine 

EIDDBLL, Mrs. Charlotte 
Eliza Lawson, is the youngest 
child of James Cowan, of Camck- 
fergus, CO. Antrim She is married 
to J. H Eiddell, Esq , a civil en- 
gineer, by whose initials she is 
generally known. Mrs. Eiddell is 
the author of many popular novels, 
including Too Much Alone,"" 
" City and Suburbs,” G-eorgc 
Geith,” A Life"s Assize,” Mor- 
tomley’s Estate,” 1874; ""Above 
Suspicion,"" 1875 ; "" Her Mother"s 
Darling,"" 1877 ; "" The Senior Part- 
ner,” 1882 , "" Daisies and Butter- 
cups,” 1882 , "" The Prince of 

Wales"s Garden Party, and other 
Stories,” 1882, and ""A Struggle 
for Fame,"" 1883. 

EIDLEY, The Eicuit Rev. 
William, D.D., was a missionary 
in connection with the Church 
Missionary Society in Peshawur 
and Afghanistan from 1866 to 1869, 
when he was appointed chaplain of 
the English Church in the Kreuz 
Strass, Dresden. The latter ap- 
pointment he resigned in 1872, on 
being presented to the vicarage of 
Shelley, near Huddersfield. He 
was vicar of Mold Green, 1873-74 ; 
and vicar of St PauPs, Hudders- 
field, from 1874 to 1879, when he 
was nominated to the new bishopric 
of Caledonia, in British Columbia. 

EIGG, The Rev. James Harri- 
son, D.D., was born in 1821, at 
Newcastle-on-Tyne, being son of 
the Rev. John Rigg, a Wesleyan 
minister, who was famous in his 
day. He received his education at 
Old Kingswood school, where he 
was afterwards a teacher, and ^ 
1845 he entered the Weslejwii 
ministry. He was one of the lead- 
ing writers for the Biblical Bemm 
(1846-49), and at the time of the 
controversy in Methodism (1849) 
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wrote many articles for the Watch- 
man. For many years^ indeed, the 
Wesleyan Conference was more in- 
debted for the defence and exposi- 
tion of its proceeding’s and prin- 
ciples to this young minister than 
to any other person In 1S51 he 
went to Guernsey as Wesleyan 
mimster, and in 1853 removed to 
Brentford, which place he left in 
1856 , and he next resided in Stock- 
port, Manchester, and the neigh- 
bourhood for eight years In 1861 
he was removed to Folkestone 
The following year he was elected 
by the Conference Chairman of the 
Kent Disiriet, and in 1866 a mem- 
ber of the "Hundred,'^ or the 
"Legal Conference” In 1867 he 
removed to Tottenham, and in 1868 
' he was elected Principal of the 
Wesleyan Training College — a 
position he still holds In 1878 
Dr Eigg was chosen President of 
the Wesleyan Conference His 
name is associated with the admis- 
sion of laymen into the Conference 
that year, and with the Thanks- 
givmg Fund, which has realized 
over ^300,000 for Methodist work 
For many years Dr. Eigg has been 
Chairman of the Second London 
District” of the Wesleyan com- 
munity. He was one of the original 
members of the London School 
Board, on which he represented 
W estminster Tor six years . He has 
written ''The Principles of Wes- 
leyan Methodism,” 1850 ; '' Con- 
nexionalism and Congregational 
Independency,” 1851 ; “ Modern 

Anglican Theology,” 1857, 3rd edit 
1879 j " The Churchmanship of 
John Wesley j ” "-The Living Wes- 
ley as he was in his Youth and in 
hiB Prime, "Essays for the Times 
on Ecclesiastical and Social Sub- 
jects,” 1866 ; " National Education 
m its social conditions and aspects, 
and Public Elementary Schools, 
British and Foreign,” 1878 ; Con- 
nexional Economy of Wesleyan

of England ” Dr, Eigg was for- 
merly English correspondent of the 
New Orleans Uhnshan Adiwcate 
(1851) and of the New Yorl Christian 
Advocate (1858-76) . Ho has written 
for the Wesleyan Magazine, the 
Quarterly, Contemporary , and Inter- 
national Reviews, and has contri- 
buted articles on Methodism to the 
new edition of the " Encycloptedia 
Britannica.” 

EIPON, Bishop op. (See Bicker- 

STETH.) 

EIPON (Marquis op)^ The 
Eight Hon. George Frederick 
Samuel Eobinson, IC.G., long 
known as Earl Do Grey and Eipon, 
IS the only son of Frederick John, 
first Earl of Eipon, better known 
by his original title of Yiscount 
Goderich, which he boro when he 
held the post of Premier for a few 
months in 1827, by Lady Sarah 
Albina Louisa Hobart, only child 
of Bohert, fourth Earl of Bucking- 
hamshire. He was born in London, 
Oct. 2t, 1827, and succeeded to his 
father’s titles, Jan. 28, 1859, and to 
those of his uncle, as third Earl De 
Grey, Nov. II*, in the same year. 
Ho began his political life as at- 
iacM to a special mission to Brussels 
in 1849. At the general election in 
1852 he was returned to the House 
of Commons by his courtesy title 
of Viscount Goderich as member 
for Hull, and continued to sit for 
that borough until 1853, when he 
vacated his seat to oppose Mr. 
Starkey, a.t Huddersfield, where 
he succeeded in winning the seat 
for the Libei’als by a majority of 
eighty. At the general election 
in 1857 he was returned for 
the West Eidmg of Yorkshire 
without opposition. In June, 1859, 
the year in which he succeeded to 
the Upper House, Lord Herbert 
selected him for the post of Under- 
3 o 
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Secretary for Wai% and in Feb., 
1861, upon tbe accession of Sir 
George C Lewis, be was made 
Under-Secretary for India. Upon 
tbe death of Sir Or C, Lewis, in 
April, 1863, liis lordship, who had 
shown great efficiency in his subor- 
dinate office, took the place of his 
chief as Secretary for War, together 
with a seat in the Cabinet. He 
remained at the War Office nearly 
three years, and m Feb., 1866, 
when Sir Charles Wood, now Yis- 
connt Halifax, withdrew from the 
Ministry, was appointed Secretary 
of State for India. On Mr. Glad- 
stone's accession to office in Dec., 

1868, he was appointed Lord Presi- 
dent of the Council, but he resigned 
that office in Aug., IS'/S. He was 
created a Knight of the Oai’ter in 

1869. In 1871 he acted as Chair- 
man of the High Joint Commission 
which arranged the Treaty of 
Waiiington ; and in recognition of 
the services he rendered in that 
capacity he was, soon after his 
return from the United States, 
created Marquis of Ripon, His 
lordship, who is a Magistrate and 
Deputy-Lieutenant for the North 
and West Ridings of Torkshire, 
and for the county of Lincoln, was 
created an honorary D.C.L. of Ox- 
ford in 1870, and on April 23 in 
that year was installed as Grand 
Master of the Freemasons of Eng- 
land, in succession to Lord Zetland 
In the autumn of 187 -^j the Grand 
Lodge received a communication to 
the effect that the Marquis of 
Ripon had resigned the post of 
Grand Master, and their surprise 
was heightened to dismay hy the 
circumstance that he did so without 
assigning any reason for the step. 
A few days afterwards, however, it 
transpired that his lordship had 
joined the Roman Catholic Church, 
which, as is well known, has con- 
demned Freemasonry and all other 
oath-bound societies. The recep- 
tion of the Marquis into the Catho- 
lic Church took place at the Oratory, 
Brompton, Sept. 4, 1874, and his 


conversion gave rise to much com- 
ment in the public journals, both 
here and on the continent On the 
return of Mr Gladstone to power, 
the Marquis of Ripon was appointed 
Viceroy of India He arrived at 
Bombay, May 30, 1880, and was 
installed at Simla, June 8. On 
June 18 a large meeting was held 
in Exeter Hall to protest against 
the appointment of a Catholic to 
the Viceroy alty of India. The 
Marquis was elected in 1882 Presi- 
dent of the Yorkshire College, 
Leeds. He married, in April, 1851, 
Henrietta Anne Theodosia, eldest 
daughter of th<^ late Mr. Henry 
Vyner, who has been a Lady of the 
Bedchamber to the Princess of 
Wales, and by whom he has sur- 
viving issue, Frederick Oliver, horji 
Jan. 29, 1852, now Earl De Guey, 
heir to the marquisate. _ 

RISTICH, John, a Servian states- 
man, bom at Kra^jevatz in 1831, 
began his studies in Germany and 
continued them at Paris Under 
the government of Prince Kara- 
georgevitch he was appointed Sec- 
retary and afterwards head of a 
department in the office of the 
Minister of the Interior. Milosch 
Obrenovitch III on his return in 
1858, appointed M.Ristioh secretary 
to a deputation which he sent to 
Constantinople j and at a later 
period the same Prince accredited 
him as the representative of Servia 
at the Sublime Porte. Scarcely 
had he been installed in this post, 
however, when the crisis commenced 
which culminated in the bombard- 
ment of Belgrade (1862). M. 
Eistioh extricated himself with 
such ability from the difficulties 
which ensued, that five years later 
(1867) he succeeded in obtainmg 
the evacuation of all the Servian 
fortresses occupied up to that tin^ 
by the (Turkish troops. This ser- 
vice gained for him the portfolio of 
Foreign Affairs, but he soon ‘re- 
signed it in consequence of his 
inability to agree with the Prinee 
Michael on certain rmpp+innH nf 
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detail. He was present as tlie 
representative of Prince Michael at 
the baptism of Prince Nicholas of 
Montenegro. While on his way 
back from Cettinge he learned the 
news that Prmce Michael had been 
assassinated (July 10, 1868), and 
had been succeeded by his grand- 
nephew, Prmce Milan. The young 
Prmce was then pui'suing his 
studies at Pans, and the provisional 
government which had been estab- 
lished sent M. Eistich to that 
capital to escort him to Servia 
On the Prince's arrival at Belgrade 
the Q-rand National Skupschkina 
was convoked, and nominated a 
Council of Regency, composed of 
three members, to govern the coun- 
try during the Prince's minority. 
M. Blasnavatz, M. Eistich, and M. 
Gravrilovitch, formed this Council, 
which discharged its functions till 
1872, when the Prince attained his 
majority. This Council then be- 
came a Ministry in which M 
Eistich held the portfolio for 
Foreign Affairs, and on the decease 
of his colleague. Col Blasnavatz, he 
became President of the Council 
He afterwards withdrew from pub- 
lic life for two years until the 
insurrection occurred in Herzego- 
vina, when he became Minister for 
Foreign Affairs. In May, 1876, he 
and his friends returned to office, 
which they had been obliged to 
resign eight months previously in 
consequence of the diplomatic 
pressure of the Cabinets of Vienna, 
Berlin, and St. Petersburg. He 
held the office of Foreign Minister 
during the disastrous war with 
Turkey (1877), in which the Ser- 
vians were thoroughly defeated. 
In 1878 he was sent to the Congress 
of Berlin. 

EISTOEI, Adelaidb, tragic ac- 
tress, bom at Cividale, in Friuli, in 
1821, being the chold of a poor actor, 
was train^ at a very early age for 
the stage. She appears to have 
risen through a long series of strug- 
gles to ^e eminence she ultimately 


an engagement in Pans, she sought 
the favour of a French audience as 
an interpreter of the tragic muse 
at the very time that Eachel was 
in the zenith of her fame. Her ap- 
pearance at such a period was re- 
garded by the French as an open 
challenge to contest the supremacy 
of their tragic queen, and they as- 
sembled much more disposed to 
criticise than to aj)plaud. The 
genius of Eistori, however, 
triumphed, and from that moment 
her position has been unassailed. 
Her reception in England was 
equally enthusiastic, and she ap- 
peared in Spam in 1857, m Holland 
in 1860, in Russia m 1861, at Con- 
stantmople in 1864<, in the United 
States, and other parts of the world, 
with success William I of Prussia 
gave her the medal in sciences and 
m arts in 1862. Amongst her most 
famous characters are those of 
Medea, Lady Macbeth, Fazio, 
Phaedra, Deborah, Judith, Fran- 
cesca da Riviera, and Camilla. 
After an absence of fifteen years, 
Madame Riston agam appeared in 
London, June 11, 1873, and on Nov. 
8 in that year she took her farewell 
of the English stage at the Queen's 
Theatre, Manchester. She is mar- 
ried to the Marquis del Qrillo. 

RIVIERE, Briton, R A., a dis- 
tinguished animal painter, was born 
in London, Aug. 14, 1840, being the 
son of Mr. W. Riviere, who was head 
of the drawing school at Cheltenham 
College, and afterwards a teacher of 
drawing at Oxford. He found in 
his father an exiierienced and able 
master, under whom he studied 
durmg the nine years he was at 
Ohcltenliam and subsequently at 
Oxford. While studying art in the 
latter place the influences, other 
than artistic, by which he was 
always surrounded, prevailed to 
turn his attention to classical and 
other scholarly matters ; he entered 
the University, took his B.A. degree 
in 1867, and that of M.A. in 1873. 
The first pictures he exhibited wArp 
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Labour/' and “ Slieep on tlio Cots- 
■vTolds/' m the Academy G-allory in 
1858, and, in the next year, “On 
the Eoad to Oloucester Fair." 
From this date till 1861 he was ab- 
sent from the Academy as an exhi- 
bitor, but in the last-mentioned 
year he sent “ Iron Bars " and 
“ Borneo and Juhet " Among his 
subsequent works are . — “ The 
Poacher's Nurse," “ Strayed from 
the Flock," a dead lamb lying in 
the snow, and “The Long Sleeii," 
1866 , “Fox and Geese" (exhibited 
in the exhibition of water-colour 
painters at the Dudley Gallery in 
1868, and now m the collection at 
South Kensington) , “ The Prison- 
ers," 1869 j “ A Midsummer Night’s 
Dream” and “Charity," 1870, 
“ Come Back ! " and “ Circe trans- 
forming the Friends of Ulysses into 
Pigs," 1871 ; “ Daniel " in the lions’ 
den, 1872 , “ Argus " and “ All that 
was left of the Homeward Bound," 
1873 , “ Apollo," and “ Genius Loci," 
1871 , “ War Time," and “ The Last 
of the Garrison," 1875; “A Stern 
Chase is always a Long Chase," 
and “ Pallas Athene and the Swine- 
herd’s Dogs," 1876 ; “ A Legend of 
St. Patrick," and “ Lazarus," 1877 ; 
“An Anxious Moment," a flock of 
geese frightened at the sight of a 
hat on the ground , “ Sympathy," 
“ Yictims," and “ The Ruins of 
Persepolis," 1878 ; “ In manus tuas 
Domine," “ The Poacher’s Widow," 
now in the public library, Birming- 
ham, and “ A Winter’s Tale," 1879 ; 
“The Night Watch," “The Last 
Spoonful," and “ Endymion," 1880 ; 
“ A Roman Holiday," “ Envy, 
Hatred, and Mahce," “Hope De- 
ferred," and “Let Sleeping Dogs 
Lie," 1881 ; “ The Magician’s Door- 
way," “ Una," and “ Portrait of 
Miss Potter," 1882 ; “ The Unclean 
Spirits entering into the Swine,” 
“Old Playfellows," “The Last of 
the Crew,” and “ Giants at Play," 
1883, Many of the above have 
been engraved on steel by F. Stao- 
pode, A.E.A.j S Cousins, R.A., 
and 0. J. Lewis ; and other works 


have been etched by various hands. 
Mr. Riviere was elected A R A. Jan. 
16, 1878, and R A May 5, 1881. 

BOBBINS, AlfkIsd Fabthino, 
son of Mr. Richard Robbins, of 
Launceston, Cornwall, was born 
there Aug 1, 1856, and educated at 
the local Grammar School. His 
earliest contributions to joumahsm 
were to the East Cornwall T%mes 
(Launceston) in 1868, but two years 
later he was apprenticed as a 
chemist, to which business he de- 
voted four years . During this time, 
however, he wrote many leading 
articles for the before-mentioned 
paper, as well as the first instal- 
ment of a history of his native 
place, published in the columns of 
that journal, under the signatee 
of “ Dunheved." Immediately upon 
the expiration of his apprentice- 
ship in July, 1874, he joined t^ 
editorial stafl of the Western 
Mercury (Plymoutli), and, m the 
following April, that of the Bedford- 
shire Times and Indc;pendent (Bed«^> 
ford). In Oct., 1875, he was ap-^ 
pointed editor of the Luton Reporter^ 
which post he left a year later to": 
become one of the staff of the Brad4 
ford Observer. While in BradfordJ 
he was a frequent contributor t^ 
the YorJcshii emaUj a w^eekly journa 
published in that town, to which! 
in 1877, he supplied a series, enl 
titled “Notable Living YorksliireJ 
men," of biographical sketches o, 
eighteen of the best known Tork-J 
shire members of Parliament , an<5 
in 1878 (under the name of “Toi? 
Clifton"), a serial story, with thlj 
title “In Doubt." In Dec., 187 m 
his fii’st dramatic effort, a com« 
dietta, entitled “Helps," was prS 
duced by the late Madame Beatric? 
at Lincoln, and, in the followiij||| 
September, his farce, A Pleasars 
Hour," was given by Mr Joseph 
Eldred, at Bradford. In March! 
1879, he joined the staff of thJ 
Press Association, and, a month o|| 
two later (under the pseudonym o' 
“ Nemesis"), published a pamphM 
entitled “ Five Years of Tory Rule,’^ 
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Wiitten in coniunction with an elder 
brother. At this time he became 
the London correspondent of the 
Co rn ish and Devon Post (Launceston) , 
and, in 1S80, contributed a series of 
articles entitled Short Sermons 
from Liberal Texts,” and another, 
called “ Letters to a Patriot,” to the 
Liberal World. His next literary 
effort was a comedy, ‘‘ Vote by 
Ballot,” published in 1880 He has 
also given several political lectures 

EOBEET I. (Eobbrt-Charlbs- 
Louis Marie de Bourbon), ex-Buke 
of Parma, Infant of Spain, bom July 
9, 184*8, succeeded his father, Duke 
Ferdinand Charles III. March 27, 
1854, as Eobert I., under the regency 
of his mother, the dowager-Duchess 
Louise-Marie-Therese de Bourbon, 
daughter of the Duke de Berry. 
Her rule came to an end in 1859, 
in consequence of the revolution, 
and, with her son, she sought refuge 
in the Helvetic States. The ex- 
Duke Eobert inanied, at Eome, 
April 5, 1869, the Duchess Maria 
Pia, daughter of the late Ferdinand 
II , King of Naples. 

EOBEETS, The Eight Eev. 
Francis Alexander Eandal 
Cramer, D.D., Bishop of Nassau, 
was educated at Trinity College, 
Cambridge (B.A. 1862; M A. 1868) 
He was curate of Frant, near Ton- 
bridge-Wells, 1864-68, and of Haw- 
ley, Hampshire, 1868-70 , rector of 
Llandinabo, 1870-72 , again curate 
of Hawley, 1872-73 ; and vicar of 
Bhndley-heath, Surrey, 1873-78. 
Having been nominated as suc- 
cessor to Bishop Venables, in the 
see of Nassau, he was consecrated 
in St PauPs Cathedral, June 24, 
1878. 

EOBEETS, General Sir Frede- 
rick Sleigh, Bart., G.C.B., V.C., 
son of the late Sir Abraham 
Eoberts, G.O B , was born in 1832, 
and educated at Etogi, Sandhurst, 
and Addiscombe. He received his 
first commission as second lieuten- 
ant in the Bengal Artillery, and, 
after passing through the various 
other grades^ was promoted to 


lieutenant-general in 1S79 He 
served with distinction throughout 
the Indian Mutiny campaign, and 
received the Victoria Cross for per- 
sonal bravery in the field in 1858. 
Throughout the Abyssinian cam- 
paign of 1868 he held the office of 
Assistant - Quartermaster - General ; 
he superintended the re-embarka- 
tion of the whole army, and was 
selected by Sir Eobert Napier as 
the bearer of his final despatches. 
He also acted as Assistant-Quarter- 
niaster-General with the Caohar 
column in the Looshai Expedition- 
ary Force (1871-72). At the com- 
mencement of the Afghan campaign 
he was appointed Commander of 
the Kuram Field Force, and subse- 
quently he had'the chief command 
of the army in Afghanistan, where 
he achieved the most brilliant 
triumphs After the massacre of 
our embassy. Sir Frederick Eoberts 
re-occupied Cabul at the close of 
1879 Towards the end of July, 
1880, a temble defeat was infiicted 
by the trooiis of Ayoob Khan, at 
Maiwand, on Goneial Bmu’ows, the 
remnant of whose force with diffi- 
culty joined General Primrose^ s 
garrison at Candahar. An attack 
on that city seemed imminent, but 
Ayoob hesitated, and lost his oppor- 
tunity Meanwhile, a bold resolu- 
tion was taken at Cabul. Sir 
Frederick Eoberts, gathering a 
force of over 9,000 picked men, 
marched to the relief of Candahar, 
allowing Abdurrahman Khan to 
occupy Cabul, and leaving to 
General Stewart the duty of leading 
back the rest of the British troops 
by tlie Kliyber to the Punjab, Sir 
Frederick Eoberts, cut off from 
direct communication with his 
countrymen, disappeared, as it 
were, from human ken for three 
weeks, during which time the na- 
tional anxiety was extreme. At 
length he emerged victorious from 
the trackless region betw^n Cabul 
and Candahar. Immediately, he 
grappled with Ayoob Khan, and 
inflicted on that pretender a crush- 
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ing defeat. On the return of Sn' 
Frederick Koberts to England he 
■was loaded with honours j he was 
presented with the freedom of the 
city of London, received the thanks 
of Parliament, and was created a 
baronet In Feb., 1881, he was 
appointed to succeed Sir Q-eorge 
Colley in the command of the 
troops in Natal and the Transvaal, 
blit peace was concluded with the 
Boers before his arrival in the 
colony. He was afterwards ap- 
pointed a member of the Council 
of Madras, and to command the 
troops in that Presidency (1881). 
To the Nineteenth Century for Nov., 
1882, he contributed an article on 
the Present State of the Army,^^ 
thus supplying the sequel to an 
interestmg speech which he had 
delivered at the Mansion House 
about two years before. 

EOBIN, Charles Philippe, a 
French physician and naturalist, 
born at Jasseron (Am), June 4, 
1821, studied medicine at Paris, 
and was admitted '''interne des 
hopitaux” in 184-3. He gained, at 
the competition , of 1814, the prize 
given by the Ecole Pratique de 
Medicine ; was sent in 1845, with 
M Lebert, by Orfila, to the coasts 
of Normandy and Jersey, in *order 
to collect objects of natui’al history 
and comparative anatomy, for the 
museum which he had founded at 
the Ecole, and received in 1847 the 
degree of Doctor. A close examiner 
of objects, he has greatly promoted 
the use of the microscope in ana- 
tomy and pathology , and, in addi- 
tion to his microscopical labours, 
has studied the natural sciences. 
He was elected a member of the 
Academy of Medicine in 1858, and 
appointed Professor of Histology in 
that institution, April 19, 1862. In 
1871 he founded, in conjunction 
with M. Littr4, a Sociological 
Society. He was elected a Senator 
by the department of the A m in 
1876 ; his term of office ■will expire 
ih 1^6. M. Robin is connected 
numerous French and foreign 


scientific societies, and is decorated 
with the Legion of Honour. In 
addition to a large number of works 
relatiag to microscopical investiga- 
tion, he has published "Tableux 
d^Anatomie, contenant PExpos4 de 
toutes les Parties k Etudier dans 
POrganisme de PHomme, et dans 
celui des Animaux,'^ 1851 ; "Traite 
de Chimie Anatomique et Physiolo- 
gique,” 1852 ; " Histoire Naturelle 
de Vegctaux Parasites qui croissent 
sur PHomme et les Animaux Yi- 
vants,'^ 3 vols., 1853 (in collabora- 
tion with M. Yerdeil) , "Notice 
sur PCEuvre et la Vie d^ Auguste 
Comte,"’ 1864, "LeQons sur les 
Substances Amorphes et les Blas- 
temes,'" 1866, "Lemons sur les 
Substances Organisees etleur Alte- 
rations,” 1866; "Lemons sur les 
Humeurs Normales et Morbides du 
Corps de PHomme,” 1867 , " Lemons ' 
sur les Yaisseaux Capillaires et 
PInflammation,” 1867 , " Anatomie 
Microscopique,” 1868, and "L’ln- 
struction et PEducation,” ^ 1877 , 
besides numerous contributions to 
the Mdmoires de VAcadt^mie des 
Sciences, and other scientific collec- 
tions. In collaboration with M. 
Littr6 he has entirely re-cast and 
re-written Nysten’s '* Dictionnaire 
de Medecine,” the 13th edition of 
which was published in 1872. 

ROBINSON, The Right Hon. 
Sib Hercules George Robert, 
G.C.M G., second son of Captain 
Hercules Robinson, bom in 1824, 
and educated at the Royal Military 
College, Sandhurst, held, for sonle 
years, a commission in the 87th 
Foot, but retired from the service 
in 1846, and was employed in vari- 
ous capacities in the Civil Service 
in Ireland until 1852. He was ap- 
pointed President of Montserrat in 
1854, Lieutenant-Governor of St. 
Christopher’s in 1855, succeeded 
Sir John Bowring as Governor of 
Hong Kong m 1859, when he re- 
ceived the honour of knighthood, 
was promoted to the governorship 
of Ceylon in Jan., 1866, and to the 
governorship of New South Wales 
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in March, 1872 In Ang., 1874, he 
proceeded to the Fiji Islands for 
the purpose of settling matters 
between the British Government 
and the native power. On Oct 15, 
he accepted the unconditional ces- 
sion of the islands, annexed them 
to the British Empire, and hoisted 
the British flag. For some time he 
retained in his own hands the 
general supervision of the Provi 
sional Government which he estab- 
lished. In Jan , 1875, he was 
created a Grand Cross of the Order 
of SS Michael and George, in re- 
cognition of his services in connec- 
tion with the cession of the Fiji 
Islands. He was, in Dec., 1878, 
appomted Governor of New Zea- 
land, in succession to the Marquis 
of Normanby. He was appointed 
Governor of the Cape of Good Hope 
m the place of Sir Bartle Frere, in 
Aug., 1880, hut he came home 
> before assuming the Government, 

' which was administered in the 

I aeantime by Sir George Strahan, 
he Governor of Tasmania. On 
lay 22, 1883, he was sworn of the 
^rivy Council 

EOBINSON, JoHiT Eichard, 
orn at Witham, Essex, Nov. 2, 
828, became connected at an early 
ge with provincial journalism. 
In coming to London in 1846 he 
oined the paper which had been 

I m as Douglas JorroWs News- 
r, and soon afterwards under- 
the editorship of The Evening 
ess. This was the property of 
Daily News, and Mr. Eobinson 
took an active part in the 
act of the morning pap^r. On 
change of proprietorship in 
, when the Daily News joined 
ranks of the penny papers, he 
appointed sole manager. On 
utbreak of the Franco-Gorman 
in 1870 he developed an 
3ive system of special corre- 
ience, and in his selection of 
rs, ae well as in his method of 
lisation, was very successful, 
nanagement during the cam- 
^>®ign in Ashanti, the Zulu war, and j 


the Eusso-Turkish war, was distin- 
gmshed by equal initiative faculty 
and fertility of resource. During 
the Franco-German war Mr. Eobin- 
son suggested that a fund should 
be raised for the relief of the French 
peasants in the occupied districts 
of the North-West, and upwards of 
.£20,000 was subscribed under his 
auspices, the whole of which was 
distributed without one shilling 
bemg taken from the fund for ex- 
penses. For many years Mr. 
Eobinson was a copious contributor 
to the columns of the American 
press, including the Boston Adver- 
tiser and the Chicago Tribune. He 
has also edited a work on short- 
hand. 

EOBY, Henry John, M.A., son 
of Henry Wood Eoby, solicitor, 
was born at Tamworth, Aug. 12, 
1830. From the Grammar School 
at Bridgnorth he proceeded to St. 
John^s College, Cambridge, where 
he graduated in 1853, being first in 
the first class of the Classical Tri- 
pos He has been Fellow and As- 
sistant Tutor of his College, and 
Examiner in the University in Law, 
Classics, and Moral Sciences. Mr. 
Eoby took an active part in pro- 
motmg reform in his college, and 
in the university under the Cam- 
bridge University Act, and pub- 
lished a pamphlet on the subject — 
Eemarks on College Eeform,^^ 
1858. He left Cambridge in 1861, 
m which year he married Matilda, 
elder daughter of P. A. Ermen, 
Esq., of Dawlish. He was Under 
Master of Dulwich College Upper 
School, 1861-65, and Professor of 
Jurisprudence at University Col- 
lege, London, 1866-68, lecturing on 
Eoman Law. He was appointed 
by the Crown Secretary to the 
Schools Inquiry Commission, Dec. 
28, 1864, and Secretary to the En- 
dowed Schools Commission, Aug. 
3, 1869 j and one of the Endowed 
School Commissioners, March 26, 
1872. The latter Commission ex- 
pired Dec. 31, 1874. He has since 
been engaged in business in Man- 
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Chester. Mr Eoby has published 
Grammar of the Latin Language, 
from Plautus to Suetonius,^’’ part 
i., 1871, part ii , 1874. He assisted 
the Schools Inquiry Commissioners 
in preparing their Eeport (issued 
in March, 1868), and in compiling 
and editing the twenty volumes 
appended thereto. 

EOCHEPOET (CoMTs), Victor 
Henri de Eoohefort-Lu9Ay, com- 
monly known as Henri Eochefort, 
is a son of the Marquis Claude 
Louis Mane de Eochefort-Lu9ay, 
and was born in Paris, Jan. 30, 1830 
Brought up under the care of a 
Legitimist father, and of a Eepubli- 
can mother, he studied in the col- 
lege of St. Louis, where ho evinced 
a decided taste for poetry After 
attempting to study medicine, and 
to gam a livelihood by teaching 
Latin, he was, on Jan. 1, 1851, ap- 
pointed a copying-clerk in the 
H6tel de ViUe. Paying more at- 
tention to literature than to this 
humble employment, he contributed 
to the second edition of the Dic- 
tionnaire de laConversation,'' wrote 
dramatic criticisms for the news- 
papers, and became one of the 
editors of the Chanvar% His 
articles in the latter journal led to 
his appointment as sub-mspector of 
the Pine Arts at Paris, which post 
he resigned in 1861. He was suc- 
cessively connected with various 
newspapers, and in 1868 became 
one of the principal writers in the 
Figaro, with a salary of about 
12,000 francs. He also wrote, be- 
tween 1856 and 1866, a large num- 
ber of vaudevilles, nearly all of 
them in collaboration with other 
authors ; and, under the name of 
Eugene de Mirecourt, an historical 
romance, entitled " La Marquise 
de Courcelles,” 1859 His satirical 
comments on passmg events in the 
columns of the Figaro, and his 
caustic criticisms of the men and 
measures of the Second Empire, 
made the name of Henri Eochefort 
peculiarly obnoxious to the autho- 
rities. iSie sale of the paper in the 


public streets was prohibited, and 
it was subjected to several judicial 
condemnations M. EocheforPs 
articles were republished in a col- 
lected form in three volumes, en- 
titled respectively “Les Pran^ais 
de la Decadence,” 1866 , " La 
Grande Boheme,” 1867 ; and Les 
Signes du Temps,” 1868. His ser- 
vices having been dispensed with 
by the proprietors of the Figaro, 
M. Eochefort brought out a series 
of weekly pamphlets under the 
title of La Lanterne,” the first of 
which appeared at Pans, June 1, 
1868. In this publication he as- 
sailed the Imperial regime, with 
greater bitterness than ever. The 
eleventh number was seized by the 
police, its author being condemned 
to a yearns imprisonment, to pay a 
fine of 10,000 francs, and to be de- 
prived for twelve months of his 
civil and political rights. Prom 
this period ^^La Lanterne” ap- 
peared at Brussels, and was only m- 
troduced clandestinely into Prance. 
In the midst of the excitement 
caused by this publication, M 
Eochefort and his friends were 
smartly attacked in some pam- 
phlets bearing the signatures of 
MM. Stamir and Marchal. The 
satirist could not endure being 
beaten with the weapons he had so 
ruthlessly employed against others, 
and besides seeking redress in the 
law courts, he sought satisfaction 
from the publisher of the pamph- 
lets, and on its being refused, 
violently assaulted him. Por this 
M. Eochefort was sentenced to four 
months’ additional imprisonment. 
To escape from the consequences 
of these judicial proceedings, M. 
Eochefort fled to Belgium, where, 
m Sept j he fought his fourth 
journalistic duel with M. Ernest 
Boroche, whom he wounded. He 
had previously been engaged in 
affairs of honour with a Spanish 
officer, with Prince Achille Murat, 
and with M. Paul de Cassagnac, 
At the elections of 1869 the " irre- 
concilable ” Democrats brought M* 
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Rocliefort forward as their candi- 
date for the seventh circonscription 
of Paris, and on the second ballot 
he polled 14,780 votes, against 
18,267 recorded in favour of his 
adversary, M. Jules Favre In the 
following November he was pro- 
posed as a candidate for the first 
circonscription of Pans On this 
occasion he venturned into France, 
and on crossing the Belgian frontier 
he was arrested, but was set at 
liberty a few hours afterwards, and 
received from the Emperor a sau/- 
condiubt to be in force till after the 
elections M. Rochefort, now the 
idol of the Parisian populace, de- 
clared that he should merely take 
the oath of allegiance to the Em- 
pire, in order to overthrow it for a 
Republic He was elected Deputy 
by 17,978 votes, against 13,445 
given to his opponent, M Carnot. 
In the Chambers he took his seat 
beside M. Raspail, and ..rendered 
himself notorious by the coarseness 
of his personal attacks on the Em- 
peror. In Deo, 1869, he started 
the Marseillaise, a newspaper, the 
character of which is sufficiently 
indicated by its title It was not, 
like "^La Lanterne,^’ written en- 
tirely by the editor, but was the 
work of several hands The attacks 
in this journal on Prince Pierre 
Bonaparte led to the assassination 
by the latter of Victor Noir, one of 
M. Rochefort's subordinates The 
paper was seized Jan. 11, 1870 
The Chambers authorised its prose- 
cution, and on Jan. 22 M -Roche- 
fort and two other writers in the 
paper were sentenced to six months’ 
imprisonment with fines On Feb. 
7, M. , Rochefort was arrested at a 
public meeting at La Villette, on 
which occasion there was immense 
excitement and much rioting in 
Paris. He was confined in the 
prison of Sainte-P41agie On the 
proclamation of the Republic in 
Sept., 1870, M. Rochefort was re- 
leased, being conveyed on the 
shoulders of the mob from his 
prison to the Louvre. He was placed 


at the head of a department of 
State, but quarrelled with every- 
body, and soon resigned his ap- 
pointment, after which, it was re- 
ported, he served as a simple 
gunner in the artillery during the 
siege of Pans Subsequently, du- 
ring the brief triumph of the Com- 
mune, he edited an infamous 
30urnal, the Mot d’Ordre. On May 
19, 1871, while endeavouring to 
escape in disguise from Pans, he 
was arrested at Meaux and taken 
to Versailles. He was placed on 
his trial before a court-martial. 
Sept 20 and 21, 1871, charged with 
inciting to civil war, with compli- 
city in the destruction, by the 
Commune, of private property and 
public monuments, and with the 
publication of false news and at- 
tacks on the established govern- 
ment in the Mot d’Ordre. A verdict 
of guilty was returned, and ho was 
sentenced to imprisonment for life. 
He was incarcerated first in Fort 
Boyard, from whence he was 
transferred (June, 1872) to the 
citadel of Saint-Martin-de-Re. The 
French G-overnment permitted M. 
Rochefort to leave the fortress in 
which he was immured, and to go 
to Versailles, Nov. 6, 1872, for the 
special .object of marrying the 
mother of his illegitimate children, 
and thus legitimising them accord- 
ing to French law. Madame Roche- 
foi*t, who was then extremely lU, 
died a few weeks afterwards Sub- 
sequently, M. Rochefort was trans- 
ported to the penal settlement of 
New Caledonia. In 1874 he, with 
Grousset, Gourde, Balliere, and 
two other Communist prisoners, 
succeeded in escaping from the is- 
land. They left as stowaways on 
board a vessel bound for Newcastle, 
New South Wales, reached Sydney 
in safety, and sailed soon after- 
wards for Europe. On June 16, 
1874, M. Rochefort arrived at 
Queenstown, where, but for the 
intervention of the Royal Irish 
Constabulary, he would have met 
with rough treatment at the hands 
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of an excited mob. He next came 
to London, and afterwards pro- 
ceeded to Greneva, where lie founded 
a new Lanterne. In spite of the 
deprivation of his civil rights he 
succeeded, without much difficulty, 
in inserting paragraphs and articles, 
signed with emblems or initials, in 
another daily Lanterne^ published 
at Pans, and also in the Marseil- 
laise, the Mot d^Ordre, and the 
Raj^jpel. On May 23, 1880, M. Eoche- 
fort^s son, who was concerned in 
getting up the demonstration or- 
ganised by the Communists in 
Paris, was more or less ill-treated 
by a police officer M. Eochefort 
thereupon addressed to the Prefect 
of Police, M. Andrieux, an insult- 
ing letter, provoking him to a duel 
M. Greorges Koechlin, brother-in- 
law of M. Andrieux, accepted the 
challenge, and a hostile meeting 
took place near Coppet (June 3), in 
which M. Eochefort,was somewhat 
severely wounded in the breast 
The general amnesty of July 11 
permitted M, Eochefort to return 
to Paris, where he at once assumed 
the direction of a new Eadical 
paper called L’lntransigeant On 
Sept 25) 1881, he declai'ed in this 
journal that the Tumsian expedi- 
tion was only undertaken with a 
view to private speculation. This 
led to legal proceedings being 
taken against him by M. Eoustan, 
but M. Eochefort was acquitted 
(Dec. 16). 

EOOHEPOUCAULD - BISAC- 
CIA (Dtto de), Marie Charles 
Gabriel SosTniNES, Comte de la 
Eochefoucauld and Due de Bisaceia, 
a French statesman and diploma- 
tist, is the second son of the Due 
de la Eochefoucauld-Doudeauville, 
and brother of the present Due de 
Doudeauville. He was born Sept. 
1, 1825. During the existence of 
the Empire the Duke, like almost 
all his compeers, held entirely aloof 
from public life. After the war 
with Germany he was returned to 
the National Assembly at Bordeaux 
as a representative of the depart- 


ment of La Sarthe, Feb 8, 1871, 
when he polled 41,207 votes, being 
the last on the list of nine success- 
ful candidates. He was chosen 
leader of the Legitimist Eight, 
though he was always a supporter 
of the Fusion ; and he was elected 
a member of the Committee of 
Thirty. In Dec , 1873, he accepted 
the post of Ambassador from the 
French Eepublic to the Court of 
St Jameses Thus, for the first 
time since the Eevolution of 1830, 
Prance was represented in London 
by an avowed Legitimist and a per- 
sonal adherent of Henry Y The 
dulce went to Pans in order to be 
present at the sitting of the Assem- 
bly on June 15, 1874, when a reso- 
lution was proposed for the definite 
organization of the French Eepub- 
lic. It was carried by a very narrow 
majority. When it had been dis- 
posed of, the duke rose in his place 
and made a motion of his own amid 
a profound silence, followed by 
prolonged sensation The Marshal- 
President’s Ambassador in London 
actually proposed nothing less than 
the immediate declaration of the 
Monarchy under the Head of the 
House of France, and the subsidence 
of the existing Chief of the State, 
from whom he held his credentials 
as Ambassador, into the Monarch’s 
Lieutenant-General The motion 
was rejected by a majority of sixty 
voices, and the duke, as a matter 
of course, almost immediately after- 
wards withdrew from the Bnghsh 
Embassy. In 1876 he was elected 
for the arrondissement of Mamers 
(Sarthe). He continued, in the 
new Chamber, to sit on the extreme 
Eight, opposed the Eepublioan 
Cabinets of M. Dufaure and M. 
Jules • Simon, and after the act of 
May 16, 1877, supported that of the 
Duo de Broglie. An official candi- 
date at the general election of Oct. 
14 following, he was successful at 
the poll, but his election was inva- 
lidated at the beginning of 1878, 
when he declared that he was 
" proud to quit such a Chamber.” 
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However^ lie was again elected in 
Mareli the same year. 

ROCHESTER, Bishop op. (See 
Thobold, Db ) 

ROGrERS^ The Rev. Chables, 
P P., LL D., was born April 18, 
1825, at Pnnino, Eifesbire. He 
studied at the University of St 
Andrews, and became a probationer 
of the Established Church m 1816. 
He was ordained Chaplain of Stir- 
ling Castle in 1855, which office he 
resigned in 1863 From 1864 to 1881 
he resided in London j lie is now 
resident at Edinburgh. Among his 
publications are '^Scotland, Social 
and Pomestic , " Monuments and 
Monumental Inscriptions in Scot- 
land,” 2 vols. , " Boswelliana ; "" "A 
Century of Scottish Life ; ” “ Traits 
and Stories of the Scottish People ” 
Pr. Rogers has edited The Poetical 
Remains of King James I. of Scot- 
land,” '^Ha/s Estimate of the 
Scottish Nobility,” Poetical Re- 
mains of the Earl of Olencairn, 
Henry Balnaves, and John David- 
son,” and '' The Poems of Sir Robert 
Aytounj” the ^'Register of the 
CoUegiate Church of Crail,^* the 
“ Chartulary of St. Anthony's Cha- 
pel, Leith,” and “ The Rental Book 
of the Cistercian Abbey of Cupar.” 
His '^Lyra Britannica” contains 
memoirs of the hymn-writers Dr 
Rogers' best-known work is ''The 
Modern Scottish Minstrel.” He 
is the originator and Secretary 
of the Grampian Club, a successful 
organization for publishing original 
or rare works on Scottish antiqui- 
ties. In 1868 he established the 
Royal Historical Society. The 
monumental statue of Dr Thomas 
Chalmers, at Edinburgh, was, at his 
entreaty, carried out by his friend 
Dean Ramsay. Dr. Rogers' beet- 
known genealogical works are his 
" Memorials of the House of Alex- 
ander,” his " Memoirs of the Fami- 
lies of Sir Walter Scott and Robert 
Burns,” and his "Memorials of 
the Families of Coutts, Christie, 
Strachan, and Wise.” He re- 
signed the office of Secretary to the 


Royal Historical Society early in 
1881. 

ROSA, Cabl, was bom at Ham- 
burgh, March 22, 1812. He began 
to learn the violin at an extremely 
early age, and when eight years old 
made his dohut. Subsequently he 
was a j)upil in the Conservatoire of 
Leipzig. From thence he proceeded 
to Pans, winning a prize at a com- 
petition of Conservatoire pupils 
Returning to his native city, he was 
appomted conductor of the Philhar- 
monic and gave a successful series 
of popular concerts of chamber 
music Next he visited the United 
States, 'where he was engaged by 
the late Mr. Bateman, to conduct a 
concert tour. There Mr. Rosa mar- 
ried Madame Parepa, the leading 
singer of the company , and after- 
wards he undertook the production 
of opera on his own account. The 
extraordinaiy success which at- 
tended the English Opera season in 
America in 1871-72 led to the deter- 
mination to make an essay in Eng- 
land. In 1872 Mr Rosa and his 
wife, with a strong company, came 
to this country, and after a brilliant 
tour in the provinces, preparations 
were made for the production of 
"Lohengrin,” with Enghsh text, at 
Drury Lane (1874), when the death 
of Madame Parepa-Rosa brought 
the enterprise to an abrupt termi- 
nation. Mr. Rosa, however, subse- 
quently resolved to resume the 
task, and on Sept. 11, 1875, in- 
augurated a seven weeks' most 
successful season of opera at the 
Princess's Theatre. iSter making 
another tour in the provinces, and 
in Ireland, he returned to London 
in the autumn of 1876, this time 
taking the Lyceum Theatre. He 
has since given series of operatic 
performances at the Adelphi, at 
Her Majesty's Theatre, and at the 
Drury Lane Theatre In 1883 
he was appointed a member of the 
council of the Royal College of 
Music, The great merit of Mr. 
Rosa, is, that he has given a great 
impetus to English native art. It 
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is lie who has created a growing 
appetite for the performances of 
operas in English, and who^ has, 
moreover, fostered the compositions 
of English musicians The result 
of this is great activity among 
English composers who, stimulated 
by Mr. Eosa's efforts, are havmg a 
race in writing such works, and are 
repaid for their pains by finding a 
home for their musical inventions 
Operas like Mr. Goring Thomas^’s 
“ Esmeralda,'' and Mackenzie's 
""Colomba," are a credit to Eng- 
land, and have already met with 
merited success on the Continent. 

E 0 S C 0 E, Henry Eneield, 
F.E.S., LL.D., born Jan. 7, 1833, in 
London, is grandson of William 
Eoscoe, Esq., of Liverpool, and son 
of Henry Eoscoe, Esq., barrister-at- 
law. He was educated at Liverpool 
BGLgh School, University College, 
London, and Heidelberg (B.A., 
London, 1852) j was appointed Pro- 
fessor of Chemistry at Owens 
College, Victoria University, Man- 
chester, in 1858 ; elected a Fellow 
of the Eoyal Society m 1863 j and 
received the Eoyal Medal of that 
Society, in 1873, ^^for his chemical 
researches, more especially for his 
investigations of the chemical action 
of light, and of the combinations of 
Vanadium ” Professor Eoscoe has 
published several series of investi- 
gations on the Measurement of the 
Chemical Action of Light in con- 

S notion with Professor Bunsen, of 
eidelberg, and is author of many 
paj^rs in the Philosophical Trans- 
actions and scientific journals on 
other subjects also of Lessons 
in Elementary Chemistry," since 
translated into German, Eussian, 
Hungarian, and Italian, and repub- 
lished in America j "Lectures on 
Spectrum Analysis," 1869, 5th edit. 
1878; and, conjointly with Profes- 
sor Schorlemmer, F E.S., of a 
" Treatise on Chemistry," 3 vols , 
1877-82, in which the facts and 
prmciples of the science are more 
fully expounded ^than in the smaller 
work. The University of Dublin 


conferred upon him the honorary 
degree of LL.D. in 1878. He is 
joint editor with Professors Huxley 
and Balfour Stewart of Macmillan's 
Science Primer Series, and author 
of the "Chemistry Primer." He 
IS Examiner in Chemistry to the 
Science and Art Department In 
1880 he was elected President of 
the Chemical Society of London ; 
and in 1882, President of thg Lite- 
rary and Philosophical Society of 
Manchester, and a member of the 
Eoyal Commission on Technical 
Instruction. 

EOSE, Sir John, Bart, G.C M.G., 
son of Mr. William Eose by his 
marriage with Miss Elizabeth Fyfe, 
was born in Aberdeenshire in 1S20. 
He received his education at Kmg’s 
College, Aberdeen, after which he 
proceeded to Canada, and was called 
to the bar there in 1840. He was 
made a Queen's Counsel in 1849; 
Solicitor-General in 1859 ; repre- 
sented Montreal in the Parliament 
of Canada from 1859 to 1869 , and 
held successively the ojSices of 
Minister of Public Works, Eeceiver- 
General, and Minister of Finance 
of Canada; was Commissioner for 
Great Britain under the treaty for 
the settlement of claims against 
the United States arising out of 
the Oregon treaty; became a mem- 
ber of the Queen's Privy Councillor 
Canada in 1867 , and was nominated 
a K.C M.G. Jan 18, 1870. He was 
created a baronet in Aug , 1872 ; 
and was nominated G C.M.G. Oct. 
29, 1878, in' recognition of his ser- 
vices as Executive Commissioner of 
Canada at the Paris Exposition, 
and Member of the Finance Com- 
mittee. Since 1869 he has been a 
resident of London, and through 
the banking-house of Messrs. Mor- 
ton, Eose & Co , in which he is a 
partner, has acted as a financial 
agent of the Dominion Government, 
and rendered Canada many impor- 
tant services. 

EOSEBEEY (Earl of). The 
Eight Hon. Arch3Ald Philip 
Primrose, son of the late Archibald 
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Lord Dalmeny by Lady Catharine 
Lucy Wilhelmina, only daughter 
of the fourth Earl Stanhope, was 
born in London in 1847, and re- 
ceived his education at Eton, and 
at Christ Church, Oxford. He suc- 
ceeded to the title on the death of 
his grandfather, the fourth Earl of 
Eosebery in 1868- The first time he 
ever spoke m public was in 1871, 
when, at the opening of Parliament, 
he was selected by the Prime 
Minister, Mr. Griadstone, to second 
the address in reply to the speech 
from the throne. He soon took a 
decided position on the question of 
national education, and when the 
Grovemment Education Bill for 
Scotland was before the House of 
Peers, he moved an amendment to 
it by which he aimed at the exclu- 
sion of catechisms from public 
schools. He also spoke in the same 
session on Lord EusselPs motion 
regarding the Alabama Treaty, 
and he was appointed Commissioner 
to inquire into Endowments in 
Scotland. In the session of 1873 
Lord Eosebery was much engaged 
in an endeavour to obtain a Com- 
mittee of Inquiry on the supply of 
horses in this country. He moved 
for, and obtained the Committee, 
and was made the chairman of the 
same. It may be said that to the 
labours of that Committee the re- 
mission of the taxes on horses is 
fairly due. During the session of 
1874 Lord Eosebery moved for, and 
was made the chairman of, a Com- 
mittee on the Scotch and Irish Ee- 
presentative Peerages. He was 
President of the Social Science 
Congress which met at Glasgow 
Oct. 1, 1874. On Nov. 16, 1878, he 
was elected Lord Eector of the 
University of Aberdeen in succes- 
sion to Mr. W. E. Forster. In 
Nov, 1880, he was elected Lord 
Eector of the University of Edin- 
burgh, but he did not deliver his 
iiiaugural address till Nov. 4, 1882. 
He was appointed Under-Secretary 
of State for the Home Department 
m Aug., 1881^ in succession to Mr. 


Leonard Courtney, who was trans- 
ferred to the Colonial Office His 
lordship resigned the Under- Secre- 
taryship in June, 1883 He married, 
March 20, 1878, Hannah, daughter 
of Baron Meyer de Eothschild 

EO SS, Alexander Milton,M D., 
was born at Belleville, Ontario, 
Canada, Dec 13, 1832. He was 
educated at Belleville, became a 
member of the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons of Ontario, and was 
appointed Surgeon, and served 
temporarily in the American army 
durmg the civil war. During the 
past twenty-five years he has been 
engaged in collecting and classify- 
ing the Flora and Fauna of British 
North America, of which he has 
many specimens. His chief publi- 
cations are • — " Birds of Canada,*"’ 
1872, "Butterflies and Moths of 
Canada,” 1873 j " Flora of Canada,” 
1871, "Forest Trees of Canada,” 
1874 j monographs on" Architecture 
of Canadian Birds’ Nests,” "Food of 
Canadian Birds,” " Migrations of 
Canadian Birds,” " Eemains of the 
Mephas americanus and Mastodon 
gigantcus ” found in Canada, 1875 ; 
and "Mammals and Fresh-Water 
Fish of Canada,” 1878. 

EOSS, John Wilson, was bom 
in 1818 at Belmont, St. Vincent, of 
which island his father, the late 
Hon. J P Eoss, was Solicitor-Gene- 
ral and Speaker of the House of 
Assembly. After being educated 
at King’s College, London, he pro- 
ceeded to the West Indies, and was 
secretary to the Vendue Master of 
Berbice, but finding himself un- 
adapted to business, he left British 
Guiana, and returned to England, 
where he has since remained, 
devoting himself entirely to literary 
pursuits. He has been a large 
contributor to periodicals, including 
the Monthly Magazine, the Monthly 
Review, Bentley's Miscellany, and 
Douglas Jerrold’s Shilling Maga- 
nine. His most remarkable period- 
ical contribution was " The Doctrine 
of the Chorizontes ” in the Bdi/nhvrgh 
Review (April, 1871), in which he 
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endeavoured to show that the 
Odyssey must have been written 
at least three centuries after the 
^^Iliad/^ While staying in Edin- 
burgh in 1839, he published a poem 
in three cantos, hTinian/^ and in 
1882 a drama founded on the 
tragedy of Lady Jane Grey, entitled 
^^The Earl's Revenge.” He has 
written much in the cheap press, 
essays in the London Journal, 
Sharpe’s Magazine, and Eliza QooWs 
Journal, novelettes in the Family 
Herald, lives of distinguished print- 
ers, especially French and Flemish, 
of the jGtfteenth and sixteenth cen- 
turies, in Fa^er and Print, and in 
the Decorator, while editing that 
class publication, memoirs of emi- 
nent decorative artists. Perhaps 
his best book is “Tacitus and Brac- 
ciolini,” in which he brings forward 
evidence tending to show that 
Poggio BraccioHni wrote the Annals 
of Tacitus. 

EOSS-CHHECH, Florence 
Marrtat, daughter of the late 
Capt. Marryat, the well-known 
novelist, was born at Brighton, 
July 9, 1837, and educated at home. 
She was appointed editor of London 
Society in June, 1872, and has been 
a large constant contributor to 
magazines and newspapers. Her 
works have been republished in 
America and G-ermany, and trans- 
lated into French, German, Eus- 
sian, and Swedish. Among them 
are — “Love's Conflict,” and “Too 
Good for Him,” 1865, “Woman 
against Woman,” and “ For Ever 
and Ever,” 1866 ; “ Confessions of 
Gerald Estcourt,” and “ Nelly 
Brooke,” 1867; “Girls of Fever- 
sham,” and “Verdique,” 1868, 
“ Petronel,” 1869 ; “ Her Lord and 
Master,” 1870 ; “Prey of the Gods,” 
1871 ; “ Life and Letters of Capt. 
Marryat,” 1872; “Mad Bumaresq,” 
and “No Valentines,” 1873; “A 
Little Stepson,” 1877 ; “ Her Word 
agamst a Lie,” 1878; “A Moment 
of Madness, and other Stories,” 
1883 ; and “ Facing the Footlights,” 
1883. 


EOSSETTI, Christina Geor- 
gina, was born in London, Dec., 
1830, and educated at home. Miss 
Eossetti is the author of “Goblm 
Market, and other Poems,” 1862- 
“ The Prince's Progress, and other 
Poems,” 1866 ; “ Commonplace and 
other Short Stories, in Prose,” 1870; 
“Sing Song, a Nursery Rhyme- 
book,” 1872; “Speaking Like- 
nesses,” 1874, “Annus Domini; a 
Prayer for each Day of the Tear, 
founded on a Text of Holy Scrip- 
ture,” 1874 ; “ Seek and Find,” “ A 
Pageant, and other Poems,” 1881 • 
and Called to be Saints ” 
EOSSETTI, Constantine, poet 
and revolutionary writer, bom at 
Bucharest, about 1816, after serv- 
ing in the militia from 1836 till 
1838, devoted himself to letters. 
His first attempts were translations 
from Byron, Voltaire, and Lamar- 
tine, and in 1840 he published a 
ooUeefcion of songs in the dialect of 
Eoumania, several of which became 
popular. He was Chief of the Police 
of Pitesti in 1842; became Procu- 
rator at the Civil tribunal of Bucha- 
rest, which he resigned in 1846, 
went to reside at Paris, and mar- 
ried Mary Grant, an Enghsh- 
woman. Though of aristocratic 
descent, he was early imbued with 
democratic opinions, and, to the 
surprise of the Boyards, opened a 
bookseller's shop in 1846 at Bucha- 
rest The same year he was elected 
a member of the Eevolutionary 
Committee of Eoumania; was ar- 
rested by the police, June 9, rescued 
next day by the people, and re- 
venged himself on Prince Bibesco, 
by saving him from the fury of the 
insurgents. This generous action 
was greatly applauded by the people, 
who bore Eossetti in triumph He 
was made Chief of the Police at 
Bucharest, and afterwards Director 
of the Ministry of the Interior. It 
was at this time he founded a de- 
mocraticnewspaper, styled the Nurse 
of Eoumania . In September he was 
sent to the camp of Fuad Effendi 
to protest against the establish- 
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ment of the organic rule, was ar- 
rested with his companions, and 
transported to Orsova, and his wife 
hy her heroic efforts, effected his 
deliverance. In 1850 he took refuge 
in Paris, where he established 
various newspapers, and published 
several works supporting the cause 
of his country Rossetti returned 
to his native country, and was in 
1861 Minister of Public Instruction 
and of Worship at lassy. A Liberal 
Deputy in the reign of Prince 
diaries, he was elected President of 
the Chamber in Nov., 1876, and, in 
concert with M. Bratiano, he in- 
duced Roumania to procla^ her 
independence, and to enter into an 
alliance with Russia, in order to 
make war on Turkey. In 1878 he 
was nominated Minister of the In- 
terior, and he held that post till 
Aug., 1880. 

ROSSETTI, WiLiiiAM Michael, 
brother of Dante Q-abriel and Chris- 
tina Georgina Rossetti, was born m 
London, Sept. 25, 1829, and edu- 
cated at King's College School, 
London. He was appointed in Feb., 
1845, to an extra Clerkship in the 
Excise Office, London (now the In- 
land Revenue Office), and became 
m July, 1869, Assistant- Secretary in 
the same office. In March, 1874, 
he married Lucy, elder daughter of 
Ford Madox Brown, the painter. 
She IS an artist, and has exhibited 
at the Royal Academy. Mr. Ros- 
setti has been a critic of fine art 
and literature since 1850. He acted 
in that capacity (principally as re- 
gards Fine Act) for the Critic, 
Spectator, Reader, Saturday Review, 
Loudon Review, Chronicle (weekly), 
Fraser's Magazine, and the Academy. 
He was much mixed up (along with 
his brother, Millais, Holman Hunt, 
Woolner, and two others) in the 
“Prse-Raphsehte" movement in fine 
art, from its commencement in 1848 5 
edited and wrote in The Germ, the 
magazine got up by the Prse-Ra- 
phsshtes in 1850. He has pub- 
lislied Dante's Comedy, the Hell," 
traashtted into blank verse, highly 


literal, 1865 , Fine Art, chiefly 
Contemporary," 1867, a volume of 
republished criticisms; an edition 
of Shelley, 1870, with a memoir, 
and a large body of notes ; this was 
in 2 vols., and was re-issued in 3 
vols., revised, in 1878 , Lives of 
Famous Poets," 1878, being brief 
biographies of 23 British poets, 
from Chaucer to Longfellow, some 
of them reproduced from the series 
named "Moxon's Popular Poets," 
and others added. Mr. Rossetti 
edited this last-named series, 1870 
to 1875, including 2 vols. of Ameri- 
can poems and humorous poems, 
selected. He also edited, with a 
full memoir, the edition of Wm. 
Blake's Poems, in the Aldine series ; 
and issued a selection, in 1868, of 
the Poems of Walt. Whitman ; 
likewise works of different kinds, 
published by the Early English 
Text Society, and the Chaucer So- 
ciety. Among hiB other works are 
a poem of modern life, in blank 
verse, entitled, Mrs Holmes Grey," 
published in The Broadway, about 
1869; and a ''Criticism of Swin- 
burne's Poems and Ballads," 18G6. 
Mr. Rossetti delivered in 1875 and 
187 6, at Birmingham and N ewcastle- 
on-Tyne, lectures on Shelley’s Life 
and Poems. Entertaining and ex- 
pressing independent opinions on 
questions of art, literature, and 
other matters, Mr. Rossetti has fre- 
quently been in opposition to the 
drift of feeling at the moment, and 
has had the satisfaction of seeing, 
after a while, that public opinion 
came round much more nearly to 
what he had himself expressed. 

ROSSI, BBNESTO,an Italian actor, 
born at Leghorn, in 1829, received 
his early education in his native 
.own, and afterwards studied law 
n the University of Pisa. Having 
a great liking for the stage, he used 
often to take a part in amateur 
iheatricals, and also in the per- 
‘ormances of a regular dramatic 
company— -that of Marchi. Subse- 
quently he entered the dramatic 
school which had just been founded 
3 p 
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■by Gustavo Modena. After having 
appeared at Milan^ Turin, and other 
Italian cities, he went in 1853 with 
Mdlle. Ristori to Paris, where, by 
his masterly acting, he enabled the 
French public to appreciate the 
works of several Italian dramatists, 
and notably those of Goldoni. 
Signor Rossi achieved a like success 
at Vienna, and he then returned to 
his native country, where he estab- 
lished a dramatic company, of 
which he himself took the manage- 
ment. In 1866 he paid a second visit 
to Paris, and appeared at the Theatre 
Fran^ais, on the occasion of the an- 
niversary of Corneille, in an Italian 
translation of "The Cid'^ After 
having visited Portugal and Spam, 
interpreting with his company the 
Shaksperian repertory, which he has 
recently adopted, he returned to 
Paris m 1875, and gave at the SaUe 
Yentadour, with remarkable suc- 
cess, a series of Shaksperian repre- 
sentations, in which he himself 
played the leading parts. He next 
visited London, where he met with 
an equally enthusiastic reception. 
M. Rossi, who has been styled the 
Italian Talma,'' is the author of 
some dramatic pieces of no great 
merit. He has been decorated with 
the cross of S S. Maurice and Lazarus, 
and with several foreign orders. 

ROST, Reinholb, -Ph.D., was 
born Feb. 2, 1822, at Eisenberg, in 
Saxe-Altenburg, where his father 
was archdeacon, and educated at 
the Gyimiasium at Altenburg and 
the University of Jena, where he 
took Ms degree of Ph.B. in 1847. 
Dr. Rost came to London in the 
same year ; was appointed Oriental 
Lecturer in St. Ai^ustine's College, 
Canterbury, in 1850; Secretary to 
the Royal Asiatic Society m 1863; 
and Librarian to the India Office in 
1869. He has written a descriptive 
catalogue of the palm-leaf manu- 
scripts belonging to the Imperial 
Public Library of St. Petersburg, 
1852 ; edited Prof. R. H Wilson's 
" Essays on the Religion of the 
Hindus, and on Sanskrit Litera- 


.ure," 5 vols., London, 1861-05 ; and 
was engaged in making a catalogue 
raisonn^ of the Sanskrit MSS. on 
palm-leaves belonging to the India 
Office Library Hr Rost attended 
the Congress of Orientalists held at 
Florence in Sept , 1878. 

ROIJHER, Etjgiene, statesman, 
horn at Riom, Hov. 30, 1814, where 
he studied jurisprudence, was ad- 
mitted a member of the bar m 
1838. After the revolution of 1848, 
he was returned to the Constituent 
Assembly for the department of 
Puy-de-Ddme, which he continued 
to represent in the Legislative 
Assembly in 1849 His career as a 
minister began with his appoint- 
ment as Minister of Justice by the 
President of the Republic, Oct. 31, 
1849, a post which he resigned July 

18, 1851. He soon resumed his 
connection with the ministry, and 
was re-appointed, Deo 2, to his 
former office, which he resigned 
Jan. 22, 1852, and became Vice- 
President of the Council of State. 
He became Minister of Agriculture, 
Commerce, and Public Works, Feb. 
3, 1865, and was nominated to the 
Senate, June 18, 1856. It was m 
the former capacity that he nego- 
tiated with the late Mr. Cohden 
the treaty of commerce and addi- 
tional articles, signed Jan. 22, 1860, 
by the plenipotentiaries of the two 
powers, of whom he was one. He 
succeeded M. Billaut as Minister of 
State, Oct. 18, 1863, and became, 
ex officio 3 one of the "speaking 
ministers," whose duty it was " to 
explain and defend questions placed 
before the Senate and the LeMsla- 
tive Assembly." This arduous 
duty he discharged with consum- 
mate tact and abihty during the 
next five years against such for- 
midable antagonists as MM TMere, 
Berryer, and Jules Favxe After 
the famous Imperial letter of Jan. 

19, 1867, addressed to M Rouher, 
with regard to the Senatus-Con- 
Bultum, he and his colleagues 
resigned, hut nearly all of them 
were reinstated in office, including 
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M. Koiilieiv who was intrusted 
provisionally with the portfolio of 
finance The general election of 
May, 1869, gave a majority to the 
Government, hut the interpellation 
of the 116 was followed soon after- 
wards by the prorogation of the 
Chamber and the resignation of the 
ministry (July 13) M. Kouher 
was not a member of the remodelled 
cabinet, but by an Imperial decree, 
dated the 20th of July, he was 
nominated President of the Senate. 
After the fall of the Empire, M 
Eouher followed his Imperial mas- 
ter to this country, where, if com- 
mon reports may be relied on, he 
was mixed up with various intrigues 
for the restoration of the Napoleonic 
dynasty. He was returned to the 
National Assembly for Corsica in 
Peb., 1872. At the general election 
of Peb. 20, 1876, he presented him- 
self as a candidate in the three 
arrondissements of Eiom, Bastia, 
and Ajaccio. He was elected by 
all three constituencies, and having 
the support of the Prince Imperial, 
he triumphed at Ajaccio over 
Prince Napoleon, who had also 
come forward as a candidate. M. 
Eouher elected to sit for Eiom, and 
his election was annulled at Ajaccio, 
where he was succeeded by Prince 
Napoleon on the 14th of May fol- 
lowing. After the act of May 16, 
1877, he gave his support to the 
Cabinet of the Duo de Broglie, and 
was re-elected for Eiom on Oct. 14. 
After the death of the Prince 
Imperial, M. Eouher endeavoured 
to procure the recognition of Prince 
Napoleon as head of the Bonaparte 
family. He was promoted Grand 
Officer of the Legion of Honour in 
1856, Grand Cross in 1860, and 
obtamed the Grand Cordon of the 
Italian Order of SS. Maurice and 
Lazarus in 1863. 

E 0 IT S S E T, Camille Peli x 
Michel, a Prench historian, bom 
at Paris, Peb. 15, 1821, became 
Professor of History at Grenoble, 
next at the College Bourbon (after- 
wards called the Lyc4e Bonaparte), 
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from 1815 to 1863, and in 1864 was 
appointed historiographer and li- 
brarian to the Ministry of War. 
On Dec. 30, 1871, he was elected a 
member of the French Academy 
by 17 votes against 12 recorded for 
M. Vielcastel. M. Eousset is the 
author of ‘■‘'Precis d^Histoire de 
la Eevolution Pran9aise,^^ 1849 ; 
‘■‘■Histoire de Louvois et de son 
Administration Politique et Mili- 
taire,^^ 4 vols , 1861-G3, a work 
which in three consecutive years 
gained the first Gobert prize of the 
French Academy ; Correspond- 
ance de Louis XV. et du Marechal 
de Noailles,” 2 vols., 1865 j “Le 
Comte de Gisors,^^ 1868 , Histoire 
de la Guerre de Crimee,^^ 2 vols., 
1877 j and La Conqu^te d^Alger,^^ 
1879. 

EOXJTH, Edwabd John, M.A., 
LL.D , F E.S., was born at Quebec, 
Canada, in 1831, being son of Sir 
Eandolph Eoutli, Commissary- 
General to the Forces. At the age 
of 11 he was brought to England, 
and subsequently was sent to 
University College School, where 
he stayed only a year before enter- 
ing University College. Here he 
made rapid progress in mathema- 
tical studies under Professor De 
Morgan. He passed through the 
higher classes, gaining the mathe- 
matical prizes at the yearly exami- 
nations. This encouraged him to 
attend the matriculation examina- 
tion in the University of London 
in 1847, and afterwards the B.A. 
examination in 1849, gaining the 
Mathematical Scholarship at each. 
He received also the gold medal 
at his M.A. examination in 1853. 
In Oct., 1851, he entered Peter- 
house, Cambridge. He studied 
for a year under Mr. Todhunter, of 
St John’s College, and for the 
remaining two years and a quarter 
under Mr. Hopkins, of Peterhouse. 
In 183 i he graduated as Senior 
Wrangler, and at the Smith’s Prize 
examination he was bracketed equal 
with Mr. Maxwell, afterwards Pro- 
fessor of Experimental Philosophy 
3 P 2 
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at Cambridge . He was then elected 
a Eellowof Peterbouse^ and adopted 
the profession of teaching as his 
career in life. Since 1861, when, 
being an Examiner, he could have 
no pupils, the Senior Wrangler 
was every year his pupil, viz., 
twenty-one times, besides twice 
before that date This success is 
without precedent. In 1855 Mr. 
Roulb. wrote a book in conjunction 
with Lord Brougham. In 1859 he 
was appointed Examiner in Mathe- 
matics in the University of London, 
and, after the necessary interval 
of a year, he held the ofS-ce 
for a second quinquennial period 
(1865-70). Soon after his gradua- 
tion he was elected a member of 
•^e Cambridge Philosophical So- 
ciety, of the Geological Society, 
and of the Boyal Geographical 
Society ; subsequently he became 
a member of the Astronomical 
Society and a EeUow of the Eoyal 
Society. He is also an original 
member of the London Mathema- 
tical Society, having been one of 
those who helped to establish it. 
In 1860 he was Moderator, and in 
1861 Examiner, for the Mathema- 
tical Tripos at Cambridge. In 
1864 he married the eldest daughter 
of Sir G B. Airy, the late Astro- 
nomer-Eoyal. In 1867 he gained 
the Adams Prize for his essay on 
the Stability of Motion The hono- 
rary degree of LL.D. was conferred 
upon him in 1879 by the University 
of Glasgow. He was elected an 
honorary Fellow of Peterhouse 
Hov. 6, 1883. Mr. Eouth has 
written a book on "Eigid Dyna- 
mics” (4th edit. 1882), nnd has 
contributed numerous papers on 
mathematical subjects to the Maihe^ 
matical Messenger^ the Quarterly 
Journal of Mathematics^ the Pro- 
ceedings of the Royal Society, and 
the volumes of the London Mathe- 
matical Society. 

EOWSELL, The Eev. Thomas 
James, M.A., chaplain in ordinary 
to the Queen, educated at Tonbridge 
School, whence he took an exhibi- 


tion, and then at St. John^s Col- 
lege, Cambridge, was for seventeen 
years engaged in the very laborious 
work of St. Peter’s district. Step- 
ney, one of the poor East-end 
parishes, and was appointed, by the 
Bishop of London, Eector of St. 
Margaret’s, Lothbury, in 1860. He 
has been three times select preacher 
before the University of Cambridge, 
and on several occasions preached 
at -the special services in St. Paul’s 
and Westminster Abbey Having 
no parochial charge attached to his 
benefice, Mr. Eowsell has been 
actively employed on the Commit- 
tee of the Bishop of London’s Fimd, 
IS Honorary Secretary of the Me- 
tropolitan Visiting Association, and 
of other societies in London. He 
was appointed Honorary Chaplain 
to the Queen in 1866, and one of 
her Majesty’s Chaplains in Ordi- 
nary, Nov. 18, 1869. He resigned 
the rectory of St. Margaret’s, 
Lothbury, in June, 1872, when he 
became vicar of St. Stephen’s, 
Westbourne Park, Paddington. In 
Nov., 1881, he was appointed a 
Canon of Westminster. 

EOT S TON, The Eight Eev. 
Peter Sorenson, D.D , son of Mi\ 
John Power Eoyston, late of Barns- 
bury Park, London, was bom in 
London in 1830, and educated at 
St. Paul’s School and Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge (B A , 1853 ; M.A., 
1861 ; D D , 1872). He was classi- 
cal tutor at the Church Missionary 
College, 1853-55 j corresponding 
secretary to the Church Missionaiy 
Society m Madras, 1855-62, and 
1864-66 ; was appointed acting sec- 
retary to that society in London in 
1872, and in December of the same 
year was consecrated Bishop of 
Mauritius, in succession to Dr. 
Huxtable 

EOZE, Marie (Mrs Mapleson), 
is the daughter of M. Eoze de la 
Haye, a lawyer, of Paris, and was 
born in 1850. She entered the 
Paris Conservatoire at a very early 
age, and made rapid progress there, 

I gaining prizes for her efBloiency both 
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in singing and in comic opera 
Being at once engaged at tlie Opera 
Comiqne, she made her first appear- 
ance in Harold’s Marie/’ and with 
such success that she was speedily- 
entrusted with other important cha 
racters, such as Anna in “ LaDamt 
Blanche/’ Zerlina in Fra Uiavolo/ 
and Benjamin m ^'Joseph.” The 
first part which Madame Roze 

created” was that of “Th4rese 
in “Le Fils du Brigadier/’ \ 
Victor Mass4. By her performance 
of the part of Djelma in Auher’i 
opera, Le Premier Jour du Bon 
heur/’ she attained the position of 
an operatic star. Shoirtly after- 
wards she played Marguerite in 
''Faust” at the Pans Opera, and 
she aohieved another success at the 
Opera Comique in the character of 
Jeanne in ‘'L’Ombre.” On the 
breaking out of the war in 1870 she 
went to Italy, where she worked 
hard at her profession While 
waitmg for an opportunity of pre- 
senting herself before an English 
audience, she went to Brussels and 
played in Verdi’s '^Ballo in Mas- 
chera,” amid rapturous applause. 
She made her debut with Mr, 
Mapleson’s company at Her Ma- 
jesty’s Theatre, Drury Lane, in 
1872, as Marguerite in "Faust,” 
and since then has appeared in aU 
the great rtUs of dramatic opera 
Madame Roze is the wife of Mr. J. 
H. Mapleson, lessee of Her Majesty’s 
Theatre. 

RUBINSTEIN, Anthony, a Rus- 
sian pianist and composer, born at 
Wechwotynetz, on the frontier of 
Roumania, Nov. 30, 1829, was taken 
to Moscow while quite a child, and 
studied the piano under Alexis Vil- 
loing, after having received pre- 
liminary instruction from his 
mother. He made his first appear- 
ance in public when only eight 
years old, and at the age of ten 
went with his teacher to Paris, 
where he resided two years, per- 
forming at several concerts with a 
success which won for him the en- 
coxpragement and the advice of 


Liszt. Next he visited England, 
Sweden, and G-ermany. At Berlin, 
where his relatives had determined 
to settle for some time, he studied 
composition under Dehn On the 
completion of his course of instruc- 
tion he devoted himself for some 
time to teaching, first at Berlin and 
afterwards at Vienna. He then 
returned to his native country, 
where he was appointed pianist to 
the Grand-Duchess Helena, and 
subsequently director of the con- 
certs of the Russian Musical Society. 
In the spring of 1868 he again 
visited Paris, and he next came to 
London, aclneving, m both capitals, 
a brilliant success as a pianist and 
dramatic composer. Among his 
operas are " Dimitri Donskoi,” 
"Les Chasseui*s Sibcriens,” "La 
Vengeance,” "Tom le Fou,” "Les 
Enfants des Bruy^res,” and "Lalla 
Roukh,” most of them represented 
in St. Petersburg, Berlin, and 
Vienna, and some of them in 
London j " Nero,” represented at 
Covent Garden Theatre in 1877. 
His oratorio, " Paradise Lost,” has 
been often performed with great 
success : notably in the Salle de la 
Noblesse at St. Petersburg, on Dec. 
17, 1876. His sacred drama, "The 
Maccabees,” was produced at the 
Imperial Opera House, Vienna, in 
1878 , and he is now engaged in the 
composition of anew opera, entitled 
Ivan Kalashorikofi.” M. Rubin- 
stein has composed a large number 
of "Studies” for the pianoforte, 
sonatas, romances, trios, overtures, 
and symphonies. 

RUPERT’S LAND, Bishop op. 
(866 Macheay, Dr.) 

RUSKIN, John, M.A., art critic, I 
son of a London merchant, born in ^ 
London in Feb., 1819, having been 
educated at Christ Church, Oxford, 
jained the Newdigate prize for 
poetry in 1839, and devoted himself 
:o the cultivation of the pictorial 
art, which he practised with suc- 
cess under Copley Fielding and J. 

D. Harding. A pamphlet in de- 
fence of Turner and the modern 
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English school of landscape-paint- 
ing was his first effort in the cause 
of modern artj and it was enlarged 
into a standard work, entitled 
Modern Painters/" the first 
volume of which appeared in 1843 
The author's success as a writer on 
art was decided by the warm recep- 
tion accorded to this volume, of 
which several editions have since 
been published Mr. Euskin's 
views, however, were combated with 
bitter asperity by some of the art 
critics of the day, who resented 
with an affectation of contempt 
his free expression of dissent from 
the trammels of their school. In 
his second volume of Modern 
Painters," written after a residence 
in Italy, and published in 1846, he 
took a much wider survey of the 
subject originally entered upon, 
including the works of the great 
Italian painters, and discussed at 
length the merits of their>respective 
schools. This, his chief work, has 
been completed by the publication 
of three additional volumes, the 
last of which, published in 1860, 
contains illustrations by himself 
Mr. Euskin temporarily diverted 
his attention from the study of 
pamting to that of architecture, 
and wrote "The Seven Lamps of 
Architecture," published in 1849, 
as a first result, followed by the 
first volume of "The Stones of 
Venice," in 1851: the second and 
third volumes of which appeared in 
1853. The illustrations in the last- 
named productions, which excited 
some of the same professional hos- 
tility that his ficst publication 
evoked, displayed to much advan- 
tage his artistic powers. Mr. Eus- 
^ has expounded his views both 
in lectures and in newspapers and 
reviews, having, as early as 1847, 
contributed articles to the Quarterly 
on Lord Lindsay's "Christian Art." 
In 1851 he advocated P're-Eaphael- 
ism, in letters to the Times ; and in 
1853 he lectured in Edinburgh on 
Q-othic Architecture. In addition 
to the above-mentioned works, Mr, 


Euskin has written " Notes on the 
Construction of Sheepfolds," and 
" King of the Grolden River," illus- 
trated by Boyle, in 1851 ; " Two 
Paths," " Lectures on Architecture 
and Painting," in 1854 ; " Notes to 
Pictures in the Royal Academy, 
Nos. 1 to 5," in 1854-9; "Giotto 
and his Works in Padua," written 
for the Arundel Society, of which 
he is a member, in 1855 ; " Notes 
on the Turner collection," in 1857 ; 
"Cambridge School of Art," and 
"Lectures on Art; Political Econ- 
omy of Art," in 1858 ; " Elements 
of Perspective," and " Lectures on 
Art : Decoration and Manufacture," 
in 1859; "Unto this Last* Four 
Essays," republished from the Com- 
hill Magazine, in 1862 , " Ethics of 
the Dust : Ten Lectures ; " " Sesame 
and Lilies Two Lectm’es ; " and 
" Study of Architecture in our 
Schools," in 1865 , " Crown of Wild 
Olive : Three Lectures," in 1866 ; 
and "The Queen of the Ar : being 
a Study of the Greek Myths of 
Cloud and Storm." To the Art 
Journal he contributed "The Cestus 
of Aglaia," and he has written for 
various periodicals Mr Euskin 
was appomted Rede Lecturer, at 
•Cambridge, in April, 1867, and the 
Senate conferred the degree of 
LL.D. upon him^ May 15. He was 
also elected Slade Professor of Fine 
Art at Oxford, and in 1872 pub- 
lished " Aratra Pentilici , Six Lec- 
tures on the Elements of Sculpture, 
given before the University of Ox- 
ford in Michaelmas Term, 1870." 
In 1871 he proposed to devote 
066,000 for the purpose of an endow- 
ment to pay a master of drawing in 
the Taylor Galleries, Oxford, and 
this handsome offer was, with some 
modifications, accepted by the Uni- 
versity in Jan 1872. He was re- 
elected to the Slade Professorship 
of Fine Art, March 1, 1876. A col- 
lection of his letters, with a preface 
by himself, was published in 1880, 
under the title of " Arrows of the 
Chace." 

RUSSELL, Sib Chablis, Bart,,

M.P., eldest surviving son of Sir 
Henry Russell^ the second baro- 
net;» by his second wife. Mane 
Clotilde, daughter of Monsieur 
Mottet de la Fontaine, was born at 
Southern Hill, Reading, June 22, 
1826. He was educated at Eton, 
and succeeded his father as third 
•baronet, April 19, 1852. He was 
appointed to the 35th Regiment in 
Aug., 1843 ; served with the regi- 
ment in Mauritius j was transferred 
to the Grenadier Guards in 1847 , 
proceeded with the Expeditionary 
Force to Malta in Feb., 1854, and 
•served throughout the Crimean 
-campaign. He was present at the 
landing of Old Fort, and at the 
battles of Alma, Balaclava, Inher- 
mann, and the siege of Sebastopol , 
was appointed D.A.A.G. and 
U.A Q.G. after the battle of Inker- 
mannj was promoted Brevet-Major 
for distinguished service in the 
field, received the Victoria Cross 
for his conduct at Inkermann, as 
also the Crimean medal and four 
clasps, the Turkish medal and order 
of the Med]idie, and the order of 
the Legion of Honour. He repre- 
sented Berkshire in the Conserva- 
tive interest, in the Parliament of 
1865-68, and vacated his seat fof 
that coimty under the operation 
of the minority vote. He was re- 
turned for Westmmster in 1874, 
but resigned in 1882 He is Hon.- 
Col. of the 46th Middlesex Volun- 
teers. Sir Charles is a Deputy 
Lieutenant and a Justice of the 
Peace for Berkshire. 

RUSSELL, The Rev. John Ftje- 
LEB, F.S.A., graduated S.C.L. at 
St. Peter's College, Cambridge, in 
1837, proceeded B.C.L. in 1838, and 
has been Rector of Greenhithe, 
Kent, since 1856, having previously 
been Incumbent of St. James's, 
Enfield. He has written a number 
of works on the doctrine and dis- 
cipline of the Church of England j 
amongst them, The Exclusive 
Power of an EpiscopaUy Ordained 
Clergy to Administer the Sacra- 
menWpilblijgJie^ i|i 1834 ; "^Judg- 


ment of the Church on the Suffi- 
ciency of Holy Scripture, and the 
Value of Catholic Tradition," in 
1837 , “ Strict Observance of the 
Rubric Recommended," in 1839, 
and "" Anglican Ordinations Valid, 
in Reply to a Roman Catholic, Dr. 
Kenrick," in 1846. He wrote a 
"Letter to the Right Hon. H. 
Goulburn on the Religion and 
Morals of Cambridge University," 
published in 1833; "Life of Dr. 
Johnson," 1847; Sermons; several 
articles in the Encyclopoedia Metro-- 
poUtana, and in periodicals; was 
co-editor with Dr. Hook of Selec- 
tions from the Writings of Anglican 
Divines," in 1840, and with Dr. 
Irons of ""Tracts of the Anglican 
Fathers," in 1841 ; and editor of 
""Hierurgia Anglicana; or. Docu- 
ments and Extracts Illustrative of 
the Ritual of the Church of Eng- 
land after the Reformation," in 
1848. He was examined, as an ex- 
pert, by the Royal Commissioners 
on Ritual in 1867, and his oral and 
written evidence is contained in 
their Second Report. He is a 
member of the Council of the So- 
ciety of Antiquaries, of the Central 
Committee of the Royal Archfeo- 
logical Institute of Great Britain 
and Ireland, and of the Committee 
of the Ecclesiologioal Society. 

RYLE, The Rev. John Chables, 
D.D , Bishop of Liverpool, eldest 
son of the late John Ryle, Esq., 
MP., born near Macclesfield, in 
1816, educated at Eton and Christ 
Church, Oxford, where he graduated 
B.A. in 1836, was Craven University 
Scholar, and took a first-class in 
classical honours. Having been 
admitted into orders in 1811, he 
was curate at Exbury, in the New 
Forest; was appointed Rector of 
St. Thomas's, Winchester, in 1843 ; 
Rector of Helmingham, Suffolk, in 
1844 ; Vicar of Stradbroke, Suffolk, 
in 1861 ; Rural Dean of Hoxne, in 
1869 ; and an honorary Canon of 
Norwich in 1871. He was nomi- 
nated to the Deanery of Salisbury 
by Dord Beaconsfield in March, 
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1880^ and soon afterwards tlie same 
statesman appointed him Bishop 
of Liverpool He was consecrated 
in York Minster (June 11 , 18S0) 
He is the author of “Expository 
Thoughts on the Gospels^^^ in 6 
vols., published in 1856-9 j of 
“ Plain Speaking, First and Second 
Series,^^ of “Hymns for the Church 
on Earth, and “ Spiritual Songs, 
First and Second Series/' in 1861 ; 
of “Christian Leaders a Hundred 
Years ago," “Coming Events and 
Present Duties," “ Bishops and 
Clergy of other Days," in 1869; 
of “Church Eeform Papers," in 
1870; and of above 200 tracts on 
religious subjects, many of which 
have been reprinted in French, 
German, Dutch, Portuguese, and 
Italian. 

BUSSELL, William Howard, 
descended from an English fanuly 
long settled in the city of Limerick, 
was born on March 28, 1821, at 
Lilyvale, county of Dublin, the 
residence of his maternal grand- 
father, Captain Kelly, of Castle 
Kelly. He was educated by the 
Eev. E Geoghegan, a matheaiatical 
and classical master of considerable 
reputation, who kept a school in 
Hume Street, Dublin, and at an 
early age he displayed a taste for 
literary pursuits, to which he was 
in some measure led by the success 
of his near relative, the Ven. John 
Bussell, Archdeacon of Clogher, 
whose work, “Wolfe's Bemains," 
ran through many editions. In 
1338 he entered Trinity College, 
Dublm, where he studied at inter- 
vals till 1842, but his intention to 
read for a Fellowship was aban- 
doned in consequence of the more 
certain and immediate emolument 
offered to him by the Times, the 
editor of which was favourably 
impressed by the liveliness and 
humour of the descriptions of the 
election scenes of 1841, which Mr. 
Bussell was asked to write by a 
gentleman of the same name, dis- 
tantly connected with him, who 
had been sent over by the leading 


journal to manage the Irish depart- 
ment during that exciting period 
In 1843 he was engaged as a mem- 
ber of the Parliamentary corps of 
the Times, and the year after his 
engagement he was selected to 
superintend the business of the 
Bailway Committees and the large 
staff engaged in recording their 
proceedings. But he was chiefly 
employed in describing the inci- 
dents of the repeal meetings and 
similar demonstrations. For a short 
period fee ceased to write for the 
Times, and received a special com- 
mission to visit the districts de- 
vastated by the potato famine of 
1846-7, of which he gave a detailed 
and painful narrative. In 1846 he 
entered the Middle Temple, and 
married in the same year Mary, the 
second daughter of Mr. Peter Bur- 
rowes, of Warren Lodge, co. Dublin. 
In 1850 he was called to the bar, 
but his press engagements pre- 
vented his close attention to the 
Courts, and although he was em- 
ployed in several election petitions 
and cases before Parhamentary 
Committees, he was not favoured 
by an excessive share of legal prac- 
tice. In the Danish war, and on 
occasions of unusual interest abroad, 
he was selected for special service, 
and acquitted himself so entirely 
to the satisfaction of his employers 
that on the outbreak of the war of 
1864 he was asked to accompany 
the expeditionary force, then re- 
presented by the Guards, to Malta. 
After some hesitation, caused by 
family considerations, and the ne- 
cessity of giving up his practice at 
the bar, which was increasing, he 
resolved to accept a position which 
even at the outset was surrounded 
with difficulty. The Government 
of the day made no objections to 
the mission. On the contrary, they 
favoured the novel idea_ Lord 
Hardinge,thc Command er-in-Chief, 
gave Mr. Bussell permission to go 
out with the Guards from South- 
ampton, and he was actually on 
board th^ steamer, and bad bi§ 
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berth and place at mess marked 
out, when, as they were hauling 
out of dock, a telegram from Lord 
Hardinge to Brigadier Bentinck, 
indicating that the indecision which 
so strongly characterised the con- 
duct of the G-overmnent was as fully 
developed at the Horse Guar(“ 
begged Mr. Bussell to give up the 
passage, and he accordingly that 
night proceeded to Malta by Mar- 
seilles, and arrived there in advance 
of the Guards In April he sailed 
with Sir George Brown. and the 
staff of the Light Division to Galli- 
poli, and thus witnessed the first 
occupation by British troops of 
Turkish soil , but when he pre- 
sented himself at Lord Baglan's 
head-quarters at Scutari, with a re- 
quest for permission to draw rations 
and camp with the Light Division, 
or Guards, he was refused, although 
the Secretary of State for War had 
represented that he was to receive 
both. In fact, at the very first step 
of the expedition, when the Eifie 
Brigade landed at Gallipoli, Mr. 
Bussell had to call attention to neg- 
lect and mismanagement, which 
were made the subject of Parlia- 
mentary inquiry and Ministerial 
denials, and the senior officers in 
the East took early umbrage at 
the freedom of criticisms which 
the results proved to be but too 
weU founded. However, Mr. Bussell 
sailed with the Light Division to 
Varna, and some weeks later was 
authorised by orders from home to 
draw rations and forage. When 
the expedition sailed from Varna 
he embarked with Sir De Lacy 
Evans and the head-quarters staff 
of the Second Division, and landed 
at Old Port on 14th Sept., 1854. 
He was present at the battle of the 
Alma, 20th Sept, j at ffiie battle of 
Balaclava, 25th Oct. ; at the battle 
of Inkermann, Nov. 5th; and shared 
with the army the privations caused 
by the storm of Hov. 14th and by 
the trials of the winter siege, which 
reduced the British contmgent to I 
ft condition truljr described bjrLord | 


John Bussell as "miserable, piti- 
able, and heartrending.^'* That 
condition was mainly made known 
to the coimtry by the letters of the 
Times’ special correspondent, and 
his efforts, which were followed by 
much personal hostility and ill-will 
m high quarters, gave a mighty 
impetus to the immense develop- 
ment of private enterprise and to 
the application of public means, 
which saved the remnants of the 
army. In June, 1855, after a life 
of constant activity in the camp 
before Sebastopol, he sailed with 
the expedition to Berteh and Yeni- 
Kale, and returning thence, wit- 
nessed and described the grand 
assaults on Sebastopol of 18th June 
and Sth Sept., 1855. After a brief 
visit to England in the winter of 
1865, in which he was received with 
many marks of popular regard and 
offers of public honour, he returned 
to the Crimea, where he remained 
till the evacuation of the Peninsula 
by the last of the British forces. 
Scarcely was he home ere he was 
asked to repair to Moscow to de- 
scribe the coronation of the Em- 
peror, and during his stay^ " 
he received much attentia 
Prince Gortschakoff, Prm^ 
hazy, and others. WhenJ 
mutiny and revolt br “ 
year following, he prl 
Calcutta as "Special Cd 
ent” of the Times, and ii^ 
interviews with Lord CJ 
learned to appreciate the wi| 
steadfastness, and moderatiolB 
the Governor-General, who was i

In 1858 he returned to England, 
and established the Army and Navy 
Gazette, of which he is now editor 
and principal proprietor, hut his 
health had suffered so severely 
from sunstroke and bodily injury 
in India that he could not accept 
the proposals made to him to join 
the French army in the war with 
Austria m 1859, and he only visited 
Italy at the close of the campaign 
as a visitor to officers whose ac- 
quaintance he made in the Crimea. 
In 1861, however, he was once more 
engaged as “ War Correspondent 
and went to the United States, 
where he was received with much 
distinction by President Lincoln, 
Mr. Seward, and General Scott m 
the North, and by Mr Jefferson 
Davis and the Confederate authori- 
ties in the South ; but having written 
an account of the rout of the Fede- 
ral army at the first battle of Bull 
Run, on 21st July, 1861, in which 
he was unluckily involved, he be- 
came the most unpopular person m 
the Northern States, and was as- 
sailed by constant abuse and mvec- 
tive in the press On being refused 
leave by Secretary Stanton to sail 
with Gen. McClellan, who had in- 
vited him to the head-quarters of 
the disastrous expedition against 
Riojimond, in the year following, 
Mr, Russell resolved to return to 
England, where he remained m 
quiet for some years, chronicling 
such events as the laying of the 
Atlantic cable and the Royal Wed- 
ding at Windsor, and engaged in 
literary pursuits and in the conduct 
o£ his paper ; but on the outbreak 
of the war between Prussia and 
Austria, in 1866, he was requested 
to proceed post haste to the Austrian 
army, where the Times was repre- 
sented by an officer whose early 
letters gave no proof of the ^h 
excellence to wmoh he has since 


attained as a military writer. Mr. 
Russell was just able to reach Josef- 
stadt, where the Feldzeugmeister 
von Benedek had his head-quarters, 
three days before the fatal battle of 
Koniggratz, and succeeded with 
great difficulty in escaping with 
the beaten army from the terrible 
calamity of Sadowa He remained 
in Austria till peace was concluded, 
and at the time of the armistice be- 
ing signed was with the corps of 
Kuhn in the Trentino, expecting 
active operations against the Gari- 
baldians in the valley. When the 
war of 1870 burst on Europe the 
War Office at home refused to per- 
mit Capt. Hozier, who had acted 
as special correspondent for the' 
Times at the head-quarters of the 
King of Prussia in 1866, to renew 
his connection with that journal, 
and Mr. Russell, who was in expec- 
tation of being permitted to join the 
French army, went at very short 
notice to Berlin, where he was re- 
ceived by the King, the members 
of the Royal Family, and Prince 
Bismarck just before the army had 
concentrated on the Rhine, and 
thence he set out to join the head- 
quarters of the Crown Prince, 
which he reached the very day of 
the battle of Worth He was at- 
tached as a guest to the staff of 
His Royal Highness, and was pre- 
sent at the battle of Sedan, and at 
the siege andfallof Paris, which he 
entered with the Prussian troops, 
and remained in France till peace 
was signed. More recently he has 
chronicled for the Times the inci- 
dents of the Prince of Wales's visit 
to India. He was a juror at the 
International Paris Exhibition of 
1878, and for his services was nomi- 
nated an Officer of the Legion of 
Honour. Mr. Russell has received, in 
addition to the Indian War Medal 
and Clasp of 1857-8, the Iron Cross of 
Prussia, the War Medal for 1870-1, 
the Turkish War Medal for the 
Crimea, the Order (4th class) of the 
Medjidie, the Order (4th class) of 
the Qsmanieh, the Order of Franz 
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Josef (Commander) of Austria, and 
the Order of St. Sauveur. On his 
return to England from the Crimea 
he received the degree of LL.D 
from the University of Dublin. Of 
the first edition of his '"Letters from 
the Crimea,” published in 1865-6, 
upwards of 20,000 copies were 
sold at once. An enlarged edition, 
published in 1857, and partly re- 
written, had also a very large sale. 
His " Diary in India” went through 
four editions very speedily; and 
"Ky Diary North and South,” con- 
taimng his experiences of the 
United States during the Civil 
War, was equally successful He 
has also written a sequel to the 
latter; “Canada: its Defences,” 
a treatise on “Eifle Clubs and 
Volunteer Corps,” at the very out- 
set of the movement, in which he 
insisted on the futility of the former 
and the value of the latter organiz- 
ations , an account of “ The Great 
Eastern and the Atlantic Cable ; ” 
Q.mlvme de hixe, entitled the “Wed- 
ding at Windsor;” a novel entitled 
“ The Adventures of Dr. Brady ; ” 
“My Diary in the East,” giving 
an account of the voyage of the 
Prince and Princess of Wales in 
Egypt, their visit to Turkey, to the 
Crimea, to Athens, and Corfu, in 
which he accompanied their Eoyal 
Highnesses ; “ My Diary in the 
Last Great War,” which contains 
the personal narrative of the 
writer’s life whilst he was attached 
to the Crown Prince’s staff; and 
“The Prince of Wales’s Tour in 
India,” 1877. He has also con- 
tributed largely to periodical litera- 
ture, and to the columns of the 
Times, as well as to those of his 
own paper. Mr. Eussell unsuccess- 
fally contested Chelsea in the Con- 
servative interest in 1869 ; and 
conducted the preliminary negotia- 
tions, and arranged for the found- 
ing, of the DcL%ly Eajpress, the Dublin 
organ of^ the Irish Conservatives. 
He published in 1882 “Hespero- 
then: Notes from the West” (2 
vpls.), being a narrative of his 


experience as a companion of the 
Duke of Sutherland in his trip 
across the North American con- 
tinent. 

EUSSIAS, Empbrob and Auto- 
crat OP ALL THE. {Bee Alexan- 
der III.) 

EUTLAND (Duke op), Charles 
Cecil John Manners, K.G., eldest 
son of the late duke, born May 16, 
1816, and educated at Eton and 
Trinity College, Cambridge ; is 
honorary Colonel of the Leicester- 
shire Militia, and Lord-Lieutenant 
of that county. As Marquis of 
Granby he was one of the members 
in the Conservative interest for 
Stamford from Aug., 1837, till July, 
1852, when he was returned for 
North Leicestershire, which he con- 
tinued to represent till he succeeded 
his father in ihe dukedom, Jan. 20, 
1857. He opposed the Free Trade 
Measures of Sir Eobert Peel in 
1845-6, and it is understood that the 
leadership of the Conservative party 
in the Lower House was offered to 
him on the death of Lord G. Ben- 
tinck. His Grace, who was Lord of 
the Bedchamber to the late Prince 
Albert from 184<3 till 1846, was 
made a Hnight of the Garter, Feb. 
15, 1867. 

EYAN, The Eight Ebv Vincent 
William, D.D., son of the late Mr 
John Eyan, an officer of a regiment 
of the line, was born about 1816, and 
educated at Magdalen Hall, Oxford 
(B.A 1840, M.A. 1848). Having 
held a small cure in one of the 
Channel Islands, he became suc- 
cessively head of the Liverpool 
Institution, Principal of the Train- 
ing College at Highbury, and in 
1854 Bishop of the newly-founded 
see of Mauritius, which includes 
that island and its dependencies. 
He resigned his see in 1868, and 
returning to England, held the 
rectory of St. Nicholas, Guildford, 
from Feb , 1869, to May, 1870, when 
he was presented to the vicarage of 
Br 9 ,dford. Dr. Eyan was Archdea- 
con of Craven from April, 1875, till 
1880, when he was presented to tl^

vicarage of St. Peter^ BoTirnemonth. 
In 1881 he obtained the rectory of 
Middleham, Bedale^ Yorkshire. 

ETDER^ The Rev. Henry Igna- 
tius Dudley, horn Jan. 12, 1837, 
in London, was educated at the 
Oratory, Edghaston, Birmingham ; 
joined the Oratory of St. Philip 
Neri, Biriningham, in 1856, and was 
ordained priest in 1863 Father 
Ryder is the author of three pamph- 
lets in controversy with Dr. Ward, 
on the subject matter and forms of 
Ecclesiastical InfaUibility, 1867-8 ;

SACHER-MASOCH (Cheva- 
lier), Leopold von, novelist, born 
at Lemberg, the capital of Austrian 
Poland, Jan. 27, 1836, is the son of an 
aulic councillor and police-director 
of Oalicia. Having received a 
preliminary training at home he 
passed through the Normal School 
and the Q-ymnasium of his native 
city, studied philosophy at Qratz 
and Prague, obtained his doctor"s 
degree at the age of 19, and two 
years later became a private teacher 
of history m the University of 
Grratz. In 1857 he published his 
historical account of “The Insur- 
rection ia G-hent under Charles Y."" 
(Der Aufstand in Gent unter Karl 
Y.) , and in 1866 his first novel, 
“A Galician Story"" (Eine galizische 
Geschichte). His literary success 
led him to abandon in 1869 the pro- 
fession of a teacher. His series of 
liovels entitled “ Cain"s Inheritance ” 


(1870)— of which two instalments, 
“Love"" (Die Liebe), and “Pro-' 
perty"" (Das Eigenthum), have al- 
ready appeared, and four others 
“The State,"" “War,"" “Work,"" and 
“Death,"" are in contemplation— 
was translated into several Euro- 
pean languages, and obtamed for 
the author a more than European 
reputation. In 1870 he married 
Aurora von Rumelin (who published 
several romances under the pseu- 
donym of Wanda von Dunajew), 
and he now resides in Buda-Pesth. 
HJs principal works, in addition to 
those named above, are, "The Di- 
vorced Wife"" (Die geschiedene 
Frau), a novel, 1870; "The Repubhc 
of Woman-haters"" (Die Repubhk 
der Weiberfeinde), a novel, 1872; 
"Maria Theresa and the Iheema- 
sons "" (Mana Theresia und die 
Freimaurer), an historical romance, 
1872; "False Ermine"" (Falscher 
HeimeliiD, 1873 ; “ Stories of the 
Stage"" (Geschichten aus der BtL^- 
enwelt), 1873, “Russian Court 
Stones"" (Russische Hofgeschich- 
ten), 1873 ; " The Modern Job "" 
(Der neue Hiob), a novel, 1874; 
" The Ideals of our Time,"" a novel, 
1875 ; “ Galician Stories "" (Gali- 
zische Geschichten), 1875 ; “ Yienna 
Court Stories'" (Wiener Hofges- 
chichten), 1876 ; “ Le cabinet noir 
de Lemberg,"" a novel, which ap- 
peared in French, 1880; “L"Ilau,"' 
another novel in the same lan- 
guage, 1880 ; besides several dramas 
and comedies. Sacher-Masoch is 
an especial favourite with the 
French; and since 1871 no fewer 
than fourteen of his novels have 
appeared in the Revue des Deujc 
Mondes. Although he writes in the 
German language, he is very anti- 
German in opinion. He upholds 
the Austrian Court and opposes the 
Polish nobles . His books are chiefly 
on Galician life, and especially on 
the rising of 1846. His first at- 
tempts in writing novels and dramas 
were made when he was but ten 
years old. In 1881 he founded a 
monthly review. Upon the Summit 
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(Auf des Hohe), an international 
review, publislied at Leipzig, the 
first number of which appeared in 
Oct , 1881. To this review he con- 
tributed a novel, "'The Jews' Ra- 
phael " (Der Judenraphael), a con- 
tinuation of his series of novels, 
" Cain's Inheritance," mentioned 
above, being from the fourth part of 
that work, " D eath Another novel 
of the same series. Part III., "The 
State," under the name of "Cybul- 
sld and Gadulski," was published 
in later numbers He ^Lso pub- 
lished in the Review the memoirs 
left by his father, which he edited, 
and which treat of and describe 
persons and matters during the 
period from 1809 to 187*1. 

SAGASTA, Praxbdbs Mateo, 
a Spanish statesman, was bom at 
TorreciHa de Cameros, July 21, 
1827. He studied in the School of 
Engineers at Madrid, practised his 
profession at Yalladolid and Za- 
mora, and was elected by the latter 
town to the Constituent Cortes of 
1854. He took part in the msur- 
rection of 1856, and was obliged to 
seek refuge in Prance. On the 
, amnesty being proclaimed, he re- 
turned to Spain, and became a pro- 
fessor in the School of Engmeers 
at Madrid. He was also the editor 
of La Iberia, the principal organ of 
the Progressist party. After the 
unsuccessful insurrection of June, 
1866, he was again placed under the 
necessity of seeking an asylum in 
France, and he did not return to 
Spain until after the fall of Queen 
Isabella II Appointed Minister of 
the Interior in the first Cabinet 
formed by General Prim, he gradu- 
ally adopted more and more the 
piews of that statesman and of the 
Jyonservative party, and completely 
,5roke off his relations with his old 
“riend Zorilla He was consequently 
Exposed to bitter attacks from the 
Republican mmority in the Cortes, 
tippointed Minister of State in 
pan., 1870, he ordered several 
^wns, including Barcelona, to be 
*jlaoed in a state of siege, declared 


himself in favour of the monarchy, 
and proposed, on Dec. 17, 1870, the 
dissolution of the Chamber, after 
the king had taken the oath. He 
continued to be Minister of State 
and Minister of the Interior in the 
first Cabmet of King Amadeus, 
and during that monarch's brief 
reign he took part in several minis- 
terial combinations, either as a 
member, or as President of the 
Council. Under the presidency of 
Marshal Serrano, m 1874, he was 
Mimster for Foreign Affairs (Jan. 4h 
Minister of the Interior (May 13), 
and President of the Council 
(Aug. 4). After the coup d’Stat 
re-establishing the monarchy, he 
withdrew for a time from public 
life. In June, 1875, he gave in his 
adherence to the cause of Alfonso 
XII., and endeavoured to form a 
Liberal Constitutional party. Sub- 
sequently he joined the Opposition, 
and attacked the admimstrations 
formed by Martmez Campos and 
Canovas (1877-79) When a new 
Liberal party was formed in 1880 
Seilor Sagasta gave in his adhesion 
to it. The Conservative Cabinet of 
Sefior Canovas del Castillo was 
overthrown early in the year 1881, 
and a coahtion between Senor 
Sagasta and General Martmez 
Campos came into power. Sagasta's 
Ministry remained in ofiSce till 
Oct., 1883, when it was superseded 
by a Cabinet formed from the 
Dynastic Left. 

ST. ANDREWS, DDNKELD, 
AND DDNBLANE, Bishop of.

ST ASAPH, Bishop of. (See

ST. HELENA, Bishop of. (See

ST. JOHN, Horace, son of the 
late Mr. James Augustus St. John, 
bom m Normandy, July 6, 1832, 
was educated under his father's 
eye, like most of the members of 
his family. Following, as a student 
of Oriental literature, the steps of 
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his father, he wrote ^‘’History of 
British Conquests in India/^ 1852 , 
“ History and State of the Indian 
Archipelago/^ 1853 ; and a Life 
of Christopher Columbus.” He 
has been connected with the Lon- 
don press for many years, both as 
a leader writer and a special 
correspondent m many parts of 
Europe. Mr. St. John married 
the daughter of Mr. Thomas Eos- 
coe, and grand-daughter of William 
Eoscoe, of Liverpool, the well- 
known historian. Mrs. Horace St. 
John published a '^Life of Audu- 
bon,” a " Life of Masaniello,” and 
an essay entitled Englishwomen 
and the Age.” 

ST. JOHN, Pbroy Bolino- 
BROKE, born at Plymouth, March 4, 
1821, is the eldest son of the late 
Mr. James Augustus St John, 
whom he accompanied m his conti- 
nental wanderings, and chose at an 
early age the profession of litera- 
ture. After writing one book and 
various magazine articles, he started 
for America, and after some travels 
by sea and land he entered upon 
his career as a writer, chiefly of 
Indian tales, for Chambers’s Journal^ 
and as a lecturer on Texas and 
Mexico. In 1847 he became corre- 
spondent in Paris of the North 
British Daily Mail, which position 
he held until the election of Louis 
Napoleon as president, when his 
hostility to the future emperor in- 
duced him to leave Paris. Before 
the Crimean war he was active in 
the cause of the Creeks, and with 
Mr Q-ladstone, Eichard Cobden, 
and Michel Chevalier, received a 
vote of thanks from the Greek 
Houses of Parliament. Since then 
he has chiefly been a contributor 
of fiction to various periodicals, but 
U best known as the author of In- 
dian tales, and some thirty volumes 
of novels. He is also a frequent 
lecturer on his own personal adven- 
tures, French politics, and litera- 
ture. Among his works may be 
mentioned "TheToungNaturalist^s 
Book of Birds,” ^‘‘Trapper Bride,” 


Three Days of February,” " Paiil 
Peabody,” "Miranda,” "Arctic 
Crusoe/^ " Quadroona,” Tke 
Young Buccaneer,” " The Snow 
Shipj or, the Canadian Boy Emi- 
grants,” " The North Pole, and 
how to reach it,” " The Eed Queen," 
"The Slave Mother,” and "Lobster 
Salad.” He is now editor of Dick’s 
" Standard Library of Fiction.” 

ST. JOHN, Sir 

Spencer, 

K.C.M.G., third son of the late Mr. 
James Augustus St John, bom in 
London, Deo. 22, 1826, after receiv- 
ing a careful education, began to 
turn his attention towards the East, 
and having applied himself dili- 
gently to the study of the Malay 
language, was, in 1848, appointed 
secretary to Sir James Brooke. He 
resided in Borneo several years as 
H.M Consul-General, and received 
in 1861 the appointment of Charge 
d’ Affaires to the republic of Hayti. 
On returning to this country in 1862, 
he published an account of his 
Eastern residence and travels, en- 
titled " Life in the Forests of the 
Far East.” Early in 1863 he left 
England for a consular appoinlmenii 
in the West Indies, and some years 
later was promoted to the post of 
Minister Eesident and Consul-Ge- 
neral in Hayti. About the same 
time he was accredited also as Charge 
d' Affaires to the Dominican Ee- 
public. In 1874 he was appomted 
Minister Eesident and Consul-Ge- 
neral at Lima, and m 1876 he pro- 
ceeded on a special mission to Bo- 
livia. In March, 1881, he was ap- 
pointed Minister Eesident to the 
Eepublic of Peru, on which occasion 
he was created a K.C M.G. Sir 
Spencer St. John, who is a Fellow 
of the Eoyal Geographical and 
Asiatic Societies, pubHshed, in 1879, 
"The Life of Sir James Brooke, 
Eaiah of Sarawak.” 

ST. JOHN'S. KAFFEAEIA, 
Bishop op. (See Callaway, Dr.) 

SAINT-YALLIEE, Charles 
Eaymonl de la Croix de Chev- 
Ri^jRES, Comte le, a French Sena- 
tor and diplomatist, descended from 
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in ancient Legitimist family, was 
oorn at the chateau of Coucy-les- 
Eppes (Aisne), Sept. 12, 1838. I 
Having at an early age entered the 
iiplomatic service he was attached 
fco the Legation at Lisbon, next to 
that at Munich, and afterwards to 
the Embassy at Vienna. An ad- 
mirer of Napoleon III., the Count 
remamed in the diplomatic service 
after the coup and accom- 

panied the Comte de Moustier to 
Constantinople as secretary. The 
opportunity given him at the Turk- 
ish capital to display his talent as 
Charge d" Affaires procured him the 
Under-Secretaryship of State on his 
return to Pans. On the demise of 
Comte de Moustier, who died when 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, M. de 
St. Vallier gave up his Under- 
Secretaryship and repaired to Stutt- 
gart as Envoy (Eeb., 1869). At 
this post he vigorously asserted 
Erendi interests in the pregnant 
year preceding the war of 1870 
Having in vain cautioned Napoleon 
touching Wurtemberg^s policy in 
the war, M. de Saint-Vallier, when 
his Government would not be 
warned, had to leave Germany, and 
was forthwith despatched to the 
then important post at Copen- 
hagen. Upon the restoration of 
peace, being conversant with the 
German tongue and society, he was 
attached as diplomatic agent to 
Field-Marshal von Manteuffel, the 
Commander of the German Army of 
'Occupation. Having come to the 
conclusion that the l^publican form 
of government was, in the circum- 
stances, the best for France, he 
became a candidate at the senatorial 
elections in the department of the 
Aisne, in concert with M Wad- 
dington and M. Henri Martin, and 
was elected Jan. 30, 1876. M. de 
Saint- Vallier took his place among 
the party of the Left Centre. He 
was elected the first Secretary of 
the Senate, and held that post till 
the Marq^uis de Gontaut Biron, the 
Legitimist ambassador of the Ee- 
public at Berlin, was recalled (Dec. 


1877), when M de Saint-Vallier was 
bppointed by Marshal MacMahon 
jO be his successor, on the recom- 
mendation of M. Waddington, who 
had become Minister of Foreign 
Affairs . The appointment was most 
acceptable to the German Govern- 
ment. As second plenipotentiary 
of France he rendered v^uable as- 
sistance to M. Waddington at the 
Congress of Berlin (1878). 

SAINTE-CLAIEE DEVILLE, 
Henri Etienne, was bom March 
11, 1818, in the island of St. Thomas, 
in the Antilles, and studied in 
France. On leaving college, he 
constructed, at his own expense, a 
chemical laboratory, and pursued 
his researches, without either master 
or pupils, for nearly nine years. In 
1844 he was entrusted with the 
organization of the Faculty of 
Sciences at Besan 9 on, of which he 
was, in 1845, named dean and pro- 
fessor. In 1851 he succeeded M. 
Balard in the chair of chemistry in 
the Normal School, supplied the 
place of M. Dumas in the Faculty 
of Sciences of Bans during the 
summer months in 1853, and suc- 
ceeded him in 1859. In 1872 he 
accepted the office of Inspector 
General of the meteorological 
stations in France. He was elected 
a member of the Academy of Sciences 
in Nov., 1861, in the place of M. W. 
P. Berthier, created an officer of 
the Legion of Honour, March 13, 
1855, and promoted to the rank of 
commander, Aug. 14, 1868. In 1849 
he discovered and made known the 
preparation and properties of anhy- 
drous nitric acid; in 1852 he pub- 
lished in the ^^Ajinales de Chimie 
et de Physique” an important 
paper upon the metallic carbonates 
and their combinations; and in 
1853 he discovered a new method of 
mineral analysis. About that time 
M. Sainte-Claire Deville studied the 
new metal, aluminium, discovered by 
Wcehler, of Gottingen, then but im- 
perfectly understood, il^quired by 
the emperor to inquire into the best 
means of producing aluminium at a 
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clieap rate, he tried, in conjunction 
with M. Debray, numerous experi- 
ments in the manufactory of Javel, 
and succeeded in obtaining, in the 
course of a few months, several 
ingots of the metal, which were 
exhibited at the Exposition TJni- 
verselLe of 1855. The properties of 
aluminium, and the results of his 
experiments, have been published 
by him in the Annales de Chimie 
et de Physique,” and in a work en- 
titled '^De r.^uminium, ses Pro- 
prietes, sa Fabrication,” published 
in 1859. He has contributed several 
papers to the Academy of Sciences, 
amongst yhich may be named " Sur 
les trois Etats mol^culaires du Sili- 
cium,” and '‘Tin M4moire sur la 
Production des Temperatures 
51evees.” 

SAINTON-DOLBT, Madame 
Chablotte H.,an eminent contralto 
singer, born in London in 1821, re- 
ceived her professional education 
principally at the Boyal Academy 
of Music, where her assiduity in 
the study of her art, and the culti- 
vation of her natural gifts, rendered 
her one of the most successful pupils 
of that institution. Miss Dolby, m 
entering on the public exercise of 
her profession, resolved to eschew 
the tempting opportunities offered 
by the lyric stage, that she might 
devote her talents exclusively to 
the illustration of our national 
music, and to the interpretation of 
the oratorio works of Handel and 
the other great masters. In this 
branch Miss Dolby was soon allowed 
to be without a rival j while her 
great declamatory power, and her 
conscientious desire to give every 
note and every word their exact due, 
were of infinite value, and restored 
to the English pubhc a style of 
vocalization which had become 
almost obsolete. Mendelssohn, who 
took great interest in this lady, 
after hearing her in his oratorio of 
St. Paul,” dedicated to her a set 
of six songs, and composed other 
works expressly for her. Having 
engaged her for the Grewandhaus 


Concerts at Leipsic, in the winter 
of 1846-7, he wrote the contralto 
part in ^'Elijah” for her. In the 
zenith of her fame, Miss Dolby 
became the wife of M. Sainton, the 
violinist. The preservation of the 
English ballad, in its pathos and 
simplicity, is mainly owing to the 
steady, well-directed efforts of this 
popular singer, which have had the 
advantage moreover of fostering 
the composition of these lyrics. 
Madame Sainton-Dolby retired from 
the practice of her profession as a 
public smger in 1870; but in the 
followmg year she opened a Vocal 
Academy for the training of lady 
vocalists who intend to adopt a 
musical career. 

S A L A, Geoboe AuetrsTtJS 
Henbt, journalist and author, son 
of an Italian gentleman who mar- 
ried a favourite English singer of 
West Indian extraction, bom in 
London in 1828, was brought up 
with a view to following art as a 
profession, which he quitted for 
literature, and became a constant 
contributor to Household Wo 
taking Mr. C. Dickenses style as ^ ^ 
model, and catching his srg M 
without being a slavish imif /Jst 
He was an extensive and rttriyaiar 
contributor to the Welcome Quest, 
the founder and first editor of the 
Temple Bar Magazine, for which he 
wrote the stories of “The Seven 
Sons of Mammon,” and “Captain 
Dangerous,” afterwards repub- 
hshed as separate works ; wrote for 
several years in the Illustrated 
London News,t)iQ Hogarth papers 
in the Comhill Magazine, and a 
story entitled “ Quite Alone,” for 
All the Tear Bound, wliich appeared 
in a separate form, in Nov., 1861. 
He still writes “Echoes of the 
Week” m the Illustrated London 
News. He went as special corre- 
spondent for the Daily Telegraph to 
the United States, in 1863, and on 
his return, at the close of 1864, 
published the result of his obser- 
vations under the title of “America 
in the Midst of War.” He wrote 
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in 1864 a series of graphic letters 
for the JDaily Telegrajgh, from Al- 
geria^ during the Emperor’s visit 
to that colony, and re-visited 
Algeria and Morocco in 1875. In 
1870 Mr. Sala was at Metz and in 
Eastern Erance as war correspond- 
ent for the Daily Telegra:ph. After 
witnessing the fall of the Empire 
^in Paris on Sept. 4, he went to 
^Eome to record the entry of the 
Italian army into the Eternal City. 
In Jan, 1876, he again visited 
Spain on the occasion of the entry 
of Alfonso j on his return in 
April was despatched to Yenice to 
describe the f^tes consequent on the 
interview of the Emperor Francis 
Joseph and King Victor Emmanuel, 
and he afterwards published his 
impressions under the title of Two 
Kings and a Kaiser.^^ In Dec, 
1876, he again visited Russia as 
special correspondent for the Daily 
Telegraiph ; and travelling from St 
Petersburg to Moscow, proceeded 
thence to Warsaw, and subsequently 
traversed the length of the Empire 
to observe the mobilisation then in 
progress of the Russian army ; 
ultimately reaching Odessa and 
Constantinople by the Black Sea in 
time for the opening of the Con- 
ference on the Eastern Question. 
His best known works in addition 
to those already mentioned, are, 
''How I Tamed Mrs. Cruiser,^' 
published in 1858 1 " Twice Round 
the Clock,^^ and " Journey due 
North : a Residence in Russia,^' in 
1869 ; " The Baddington Peerage,” 
."Looking at Life,” and "Make 
your Q-ame, a Narrative of the 
Rhine,” in 1860 j " Dutch Pictures, 
with some Sketches in the Flemish 
fanner,” in 1861 j "Accepted Ad- 
dresses,” "Ship Chandler, and other 
Tales,” and "Two Prxma Donnas 
and the Dumb Poor Porter,” in 
1862 J "Breakfast in Bed,” and 
"Strange Adventures of Captain 
Dangerous,” in 1863 5 " After 

BreaMast . or. Pictures done with 
a. Quill,” and "Quite Alone,” in 
1864; "Trip to Barbary by a 


Roundabout Route,” in 1865 ; 
" From Waterloo to the Peninsula,'^ 
in 1866; "Notes and Sketches of 
the Paris Exhibition,” 18G8 , " Rome 
and Venice,” in 1869, "Under tlie 
Sun Essays mainly written in 
Hot Countries” in 1872, “Pans 
Herself Again;” and "America 
Revisited,” in 1882. His bur- 
lesque of "Wat Tyler, M P.,” was 
brought out at the Gaiety Theatre 
in Dec., 1869. 

SALAMAN, Chaelbs Kensing- 
ton, composer and professor of 
music, born in London, March 3, 
1814, was educated by private tui- 
tion. He commenced the study of 
music at a very early age under 
Charles Neato and Dr. Crotch, 
made his first appearance as a com- 
poser and pianist in 1828, and en- 
tered the musical profession in 
1831. Mr. Salam.an has acquired 
considerable reputation as a pianist 
m England, Germany, and Italy, 
and was elected an hoiiorai'y mem- 
ber of the Academy of St. Cecilia 
at Rome in 18 17. He has attained 
popularity as a lecturer on various 
branches of musical history, and is 
much esteemed as a chissical com- 
poser for the voice and pianoforte 
His first series of songs, in which 
IS included Shelley's celebrated 
serenade, I Arise from Dreams of 
Thee,” was published in 1838. He 
has since contributed largely to 
the repertory of English and Italian 
vocal music, and to chamber piano- 
forte music. Besides about 100 
musical settings of poems by the 
most eminent lyric poets of this 
country, Mr. Salaman has been the 
first composer to wed music to the 
odes of Horace, Catullus, and 
Anacreon in the original texts. 
He has also contributed two eight- 
part anthems to the service of the 
Protestant Church, and nearly 100 
numbers of sacred part music, in 
the Hebrew language, to the ser- 
vice of the Synagogue. Mr. Sala- 
man was one of the founders of the 
Musical Society of London, and 
performed for ten years the ardu- 
3 q 
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oils duties of honorary secretary to 
that society. He was also one of 
the founders, in 1874, of the Musical 
Association for the “ investigation 
and discussion of suh3ects con- 
nected with the art and science of 
music,*’ and performed the duties 
of honorary secretary until the end 
of 1877, when he retired as a Vice- 
President of the Association. Mr. 
Salaman is yet actively engaged in 
his profession as composer, musical 
critic, and writer on musical sub- 
jects ; and in 1882 he published an 
important volume entitled ''Jews 
as they are,” which deals with 
modem Jews from a social, poli- 
tical, and religious point of view, 
and thoroughly vindicates the 
Jewish character on all grounds of 
reproach and prejudice. Mr. Sala- 
man assumed the additional name 
of Kensington at the death of his 
father in 1867. 

SALPOEB, Bishop op, {See

SALISBTJEY, Bishop op. {See 
Mobeblt, Db) 

SALISBTJEY (Maequis op). The 
Eight Hon Eobeet Abthub 
Talbot G-ascoigne Cecil, K G., 
eldest surviving son of the second 
Marquis of Salisbuiy, by his first 
Wife, the daughter and heir of 
Bamber Gascoigne, Esq, born at 
Hatfield in 1830, was educated at 
Eton and at Christ Church, Oxford, 
where he graduated, and was elected 
a Bellow of All Souls’ College 
(1853). In 1853 he was elected 
M.P. for Stamford, and he repic- 
sented that borough in the Conser- 
vative interest until his succession 
to the marquisate on the death of 
Us father, April 12, 1868. While 
in the Lower House, he was hnown 
as Lord Eobert Cecil, until the 
decease of his elder brother, on 
June 14, 1865, when he assumed 
the courtesy title of Viscount 
Cranborne. In 1867, he married 
Georgiana Caroline, daughter of 
Sir Edward HaH Alderson, Baron 
of the Exchequer, and niece of the 
celebrated Mrs. Opie. His lordship 


took an active part in all public 
measures which affected the inte- 
rests of the Established Church, 
and in the leading Church of Eng- 
land institutions; and he was a 
frequent contributor to the Quar- 
terly Review and to other periodicals. 
In Lord Derby’s third administra- 
tion he was, in July, 1866, ap- 
pointed Secretary of State fon 
India, which post he resigned 03| 
account of a dilference in opinion 
respecting the Eeform Bill, March 
2, 1867, when two other Cabinet 
ministers, viz.. General Peel, War 
Secretary, and Lord' Carnarvon, 
Colonial Secretary, also gave in 
their resignations. On Nov. 12, 
1869, he was elected Chancellor of 
the University of Oxford, in suc- 
cession to the late Earl of Derby. 
In 1871-72 he and Lord Cairns, as 
arbitrators, conducted a long in- 
vestigation into the complicated 
-affairs of the London, Chatham, 
and Dover Eailway Company. His 
lordship was again appointed Secre- 
tary of State for India when Mr. 
Disraeli returned to office in Eeb,^ 
1874. When at the close of thd 
war between Turkey and Serviaj 
differences arose between the 
former Power and Eussia, the 
Marquis of Salisbury was sent as 
Special Ambassador to the Sublime 
Porte, and he and Sir Henry Elliot 
acted as joint plenipotentiaries of 
Great Britain at the Conference of 
Constantinople. His lordship left 
England, Nov. 20, 1876, and en 
routes visited Paris, Berlin, Vienna, 
and Eome. The progress towards 
agreement made at the preliininar;3 
meetings held at the Eussian Em- 
bassy m Constantinople were su 
satisfactory that the formal ConJ 
ference, at which the joint proposali 
of the Powers were pressed upon 
the Porte, was opened on Dec. 231 
At the same time the new Constitu-3 
tion of the Ottoman Empire was 
formally promulgated by its author, 
McLmt Pasha. The Marquis of 
Salishuiy .really took tbe place of 
leader at the Conference^ which 
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held altogether seven plenary ineot- 
ings On Sunday, Jan. 14, 1877, he 
had an audience of the Sultan, at 
which Sir Arnold Kemhall acted as 
interpreter, and pressed upon his 
Majesty the two points on which 
the Powers intended to insist, in- 
forming him that if they were not 
accepted the Ambassadors would 
immediately leave Constantinople. 
These two proposals were, that 
there should be a mixed Turkish 
and International Commission of 
Supervision, and that the first 
appointment of the Q-overnors 
should be ratified by the Powers. 
On Jan. 18, a special meeting of the 
Ottoman Grand Council was held, 
and about 140 Mussulmans, and 
about sixty leadmg Christians were 
present The proceedings lasted 
two hours, and were opened by 
‘ Midhat Pasha. With one dissen- 
'tient voice the Council were unani- 
mious in insistmg on the rejection 
;of the proposals of the Powers. 
|The Conference held its last sitting 
[on Jan 20, and immediately after- 
wards Lord Sahsbury left for Eng- 
land. On April 2, 1878, he was 
Appointed Secretary of State for 
[Foreign Affairs, in the room of the 
;Earl of Derby resigned, and he at 
once wrote a memorable dispatch, 
m which he clearly enunciated the 
pohcy of the Government with 
regard to the Eastern Question. 
He and the Earl of Beaconsfield 
soon afterwards were the represen- 
tatives of Great Britain at the 
Congress of Berlin, and on their 
retmn to London they met with a 
most enthusiastic reception at 
Sharing Cross (July 16, 1878) . The 
(Queen invested the Marquis of 
Salisbury with the Order of the

mg of Conservative Peers held on 
May 9, ISSl, at the residence of the 
Marquis of Abergavenny, tbe Mar- 
quis of Salisbury was elected to 
lead the party in the House of 
Lords. The Marquis of Salisbury 
IS a member of the council of 
King’s College, Loudon, Deputy- 
Lieutenant of Middlesex, and hou. 
col. of the Herts Militia. For 
many years he was Chairman of the 
Middlesex Sessions. 

SALMON, The Hev. Geohoe, 
DD, D.C.L. (Oxon), LL.D. 
(Cantab), born in Dublin in 1819, 
was educated at Cork, and at 
Trinity College, Dublin, where he 
graduated as Senior Moderator in 
Mathematics in 1839. He was suc- 
cessively Scholar and Fellow of his 
College, and was elected Begins 
Professor of Divinity in the Uni- 
versity of Dublin in 186G. Besides 
various contributions to theological 
and mathematical periodicals, he is 
the author of treatises on Conic 
Sections,” on The Higher Plano 
Curves,” on " The Geometry of 
Three Dimensions,” and on '^Tho 
Modern Higher Algebra,” which 
have been translated into the prin- 
cipal European languages, and 
which have been honoured by the 
Eoyal Medal of the Royal Society, 
and the Conyngham Medal of the 
Royal Irish Academy. He has also 
published two volumes of sennons, 
besides many single sermons. He 
IS a member of the Royal Irish 
Academy, a S^ellow of the Royal 
Society, and a corresponding mem- 
ber of the Royal Academies of 
Science at Gbttingen, Berlin, and 
Copenhagen. He was President of 
the Mathematical and Physical 
Science Section of the British Asso- 
ciation at the meeting held in 
Dublin in Aug., 1878. 

SALVINI, Tommaso, an Italian 
tragedian, bom at Milan Jan. 1, 
1830. His father was an able actor, 
and his mother a popular actress 
named Guglielmxna Zocohi. When 
quite a boy he showed a rare talent 
for acting, and performed in certain 
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plays given during the Easter holi- 
days in the school where he was 
educated, with such rare ability 
that his father determined to devote 
him to the stage. For this pnrjiose 
he placed him under the tuition of 
the great Grustavo Modena. Before 
he was thirteen years old Salvini 
had already won a kind of reno'wn 
in juvenile characters. At fifteen 
he lost both his parents, and the 
bereavement so preyed upon his 
spirits that he was obliged to aban- 
don his career for two years, and 
returned once more under the 
tuition of Modena. When he again 
emerged from retirement he joined 
the iSstori troupe, and shared with 
that great actress many a triumph. 
In 1849, Salvini entered the army 
of Italian independence, and fought 
valiantly for the defence of his 
country, receiving in recognition of 
his services several medals of 
honour. Peace being proclaimed, 
he again appeared upon the stage 
in a company directed by Signor 
Cesare Dondini. He played m the 
Edipo of Hicolini — a tragedy writ- 
ten expressly for Mm — and acMeved 
a great success Next he appeared 
in Alfieri's "Saul,^' and then all 
Italy declaredthat Modena^s mantle 
had fallen on worthy shoulders 
His fame was now prodigious, and 
wherever he went he was received 
with boundless enthusiasm. He 
visited Paris, where he played 
Orasmane, Orestes, Saul, and 
Othello. On his return to Florence, 
he was hospitably entertained by 
the Marquis of Normanby, then 
English ambassador to the Court of 
Tuscany. In 1865 occurred the 
sixth centenary of Dante's birthday, 
and the four greatest Italian actors 
were invited to perform in Silvio 
Pellico's tragedy of Francesca di 
Eimini," which is founded on an 
episode in the Divina Commedia.” 
The cast originally stood on the 
play-biUs thus : Francesca, Signora 
Eistori; Lancelotto, Signor Eossij 
Paulo, Signor Salvani j and Cuido, 
Signor Majeroni. It happened. 


however, that Eossi, who was un- 
accustomed to play the part of 
Lancelotto, felt timid at appearing 
in a character so little suited to 
him. Hearing this. Signor Salvini, 
with exquisite politeness and good- 
nature, volunteered to take the 
insignificant part, relinquishing the 
grand r()le of Paulo to his junior in 
the profession He created by the 
force of his genius, an impression 
in the minor part which is still 
vivid in the minds of all who wit- 
nessed the performance. The go- 
vernment of Florence, grateful for 
Ms urbanity, presented him with a 
statuette of Dante, and King Victor 
Emmanuel rewarded him with the 
title of Knight of the Order of SS. 
Maurice and Lazarus Later he 
received from the same monarch a 
diamond ring, with the rank of 
officer in the Order of the Crown oii 
Italy. In 1868, Signor Salvini 
visited Madrid, where Ms acting oq 
the death of Conrad in La Morte 
Civile" produced such an impres- 
sion that the easily excited Ma- 
drilese rushed upon the stage to 
ascertain whether the death was 
actual or fictitious. The queen, 
Isabella II., conferred upon the^ 
great actor many marks of favour, 
and BO shortly afterwards did King 
Luis of Portugal, who frequently 
entertained him at the royal palace 
of Lisbon. Signor Salvini visited 
America, in 1874, and England in 
1875, and Ms triumphs ai-e still 
fresh in the memory of the public. 
He made his first appearance in 
Brussels, as Othello, Dec 25, 1877. 
He gave a series of performances 
in the United States in 1881. 

SAMAEOW, Gregob. (See 
Mbding, Oskar.) 

SANDEESON, John Scott Bur- 
don, M.D., LLD. Edin., F.E.S., 
was bom at Newcastle-on-Tyne, in 
Dec., 1828, and educated at the 
University of Edinburgh He was 
Medical Officer of Hemh for Pad- 
dmgton, 1856-67 ; has been Physi- 
cian to the^ Middlesex Hospital and 
the Hospital for Consumption, 
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Bromptonj Lecturer on Practical 
Physiology in University College. 
He held the office of Jodrell Pro- 
fessor of Physiology in the same 
College from 1874 to 1882. On 
Kov. 29, 1882, he was elected Wayn- 
flete Professor of Physiology at 
Oxford. He was Professor Super- 
intendent of the Brown Institution 
from 1871 to 1878 Dr. Sanderson 
-was employed by the Boyal Com- 
missioners to make investigations 
respecting the Cattle Plague, 1865- 
66 j was sent by Her Majesty's 
Goverment to North Germany in 
1865 to inquire into an Epidemic of 
Cerebro- Spinal Meningitis; and 
was occupied in an inquiry for a 
Boyal Commission as to the influ- 
ence of extreme heat on the health 
of workers in the Cornwall mines, 
in 1869 He is the author of 
various Beports on the above and 
oj>her subjects in the Beports of the 
-Medical Officer of the Privy Council 
in 1860 and for several succeeding 
years ; papers on physiological and 
pathological subjects read befoie 
the Boyal Society, particularly an 
elaborate series of researches on 
the Electrical Properties of the 
Dionaea Muscipula , and Hand- 
book of the Sphygmograph " — an 
instrument which he was the first 
to introduce into this country. 

SANDFOED, The Eight Bev. 
Chables Waldegravb, D.D., 
Bishop of Gibraltar, son of the late 
Archdeacon Sandford, bom in 1828, 
received his academical education 
at Oxford, was for several years 
Senior Censor of Christ Church, 
became Commissary of the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury m 1869, and 
Eector of Bishopsbourne, Kent, m 
1870. On the resignation of Bishop 
Harris he was nominated by the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies 
to the See of Gibraltar, and was 
consecrated at Oxford, Feb. 1, 1874. 
‘‘v^ANDFOBD, The Bight Bev. 
Daniel Fox, D.D., Bishop of Tas- 
mania, third son of the late Sir 
Daniel Keyte Sandford, D.O.L., 
sometime M.P. for Paisley, and 


Professor of Greek at Glasgow, was 
born in 1831. After taking orders 
he became incumbent of St John's, 
Edinburgh ; and, having been 
elected to the bishopric of Tas- 
mania, he was consecrated by the 
Archbishop of Canterbury (Dr. 
Benson), in St. Paul's Cathedral, 
April 25, 1883. 

SANDWICH ISLANDS, King 
OF THE. (See EIalakana.) 

SANDYS, John Edwin, M.A., 
son of the late Bev. T. Sandys (who 
was a missionary of the C.M.S. for 
nearly forty yeai*s in Bengal), was 
born May 19, 1844. He was edu- 
cated at Eepton School, and entered 
St. John College, Cambridge, as a 
minor scholar in 1863 He was 
elected first Bell's Scholar in 1864, 
obtained the Gold Medal for a 
Greek Ode on the " Art of Pheidias " 
in 1865, the Person Prize for Greek 
Trochaics in 1865, and for Greek 
Iambics m 1866, and was twice 
awarded the Members' Prize for 
Latm Prose Composition : (1) for a 
Latm Oration on the death of Abra- 
ham Lincoln ; (2) for a Latm Essay 
on the British Expeditions of Julius 
Csesai’. In 1867 he graduated as 
Senior Classic, and was elected 
Fellow and Lecturer of St. John's 
College; and, on taking his M.A. 
degree in 1870, was appointed Tutor 
of his College, an office which he 
stiB holds. He was an examiner for 
the Classical Tripos on five occa- 
sions between 1871 and 1876, and 
was principal Classical Lecturer of 
Jesus College from 1867 to 1877. 
He resigned this last appointment 
after his election, Oct 19, 1876, to 
the office of Public Orator of the 
University of Cambridge In 1868 
he edited the Ad Dernomcum and 
Panegyricus of Isocrates ; and after- 
wards (in conjunction with Mr. 
Paley) prepared for the Syndics of 
the University Press two volumes 
of "Select Private Orations" of 
Demosthenes; the second volume, 
which was mainly the work of Mr. 
Sandys, appeared in 1876, and in- 
cluded the six speeches, pro Phor- 
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mione, contra Stej^hanum I., II. a 
contra Nicostraiumj Qononmha Qal- 
hclem He lias also revised and 
edited a Commentary on the Ehe- 
toric of Aristotle, wMch was left in 
a nearly completed form by Mr. 
Cope, and was published in three 
volumes by the University Press in 
1877. He has since edited, m 1880, 
the Bacchce of Euripides, with 
critical and explanatory notes, and 
with numerous illustrations from 
works of ancient art. A revised 
edition of this work, with additional 
illustrations, appeared in 1883 . He 
is now preparing an edition of the 
speech of Demosthenes against the 
law of Leptines. 

SANT, James, E A., was born at 
Croydon, April 23, 1820, and received 
his first instruction in art from John 
Varley, one of the fathers of the 
British school of painting in water- 
colours. It was not however till 
1842 that he devoted himself to 
painting as a profession by becom- 
ing a student of the Eoyal Academy, 
where he studied for four years. 
Shortly after leavmg he began to 
exhibit those " subject pictures,” or 

fancy subjects,” of single figures 
generally, and these frequently 
children, by which he is probably 
most widely known, many of them 
having been engraved. Of these 
we may select as typical examples 
the Infant Samuel,” the Infant 
Timothy,” '^Little Eed Eiding 
Hood,” and ''Dick Whittington.” 
Among Mr. Sant's numerous other 
works of this description are the 
"Light of the Cross,” "Mother's 
Hope,” " Morning ” and"E vening,” 
" She Never Told her Love,” " Har- 
mony,” "Young Minstrel,” "Ee- 
trospection,” "Saxon Women,” 
" The Boy Shakspere,” " The Walk 
to Emmaus,” " The Miller's Daugh- 
ter,” and " Young Steele.” Works 
of this class were the best possible 
preparation for, or alternation from, 
the practice of portraiture, to which 
the pressure of fashionable favour 
has almost confined Mr. Sant in 
later years. His style of portrait 


painting is refined, poetical, and 
graceful, and he frequently throws 
in accessories connecting the sitter 
with some interesting incident His 
pictures of children are especially 
pleasing, and in this particular 
branch of his art he is without a 
competitor. The largest collection 
of Mr. Sant's works is at Strawberry 
Hill Eor Countess Waldegrave 
the artist painted no fewer than 
22 members of her distmguished 
circle, including the Duchess of 
Sutherland, the Marchioness of 
Westminster when Lady Constance 
Grosvenor, the Countess of Shaf- 
tesbury, the Duke and Duchess 
d'Aumale, the Duchess of Welling- 
ton when Marchioness of Douro, 
the Earl and Countess of Clarendon, 
Lord Lyndhurst, the Marchioness of 
Clanricarde, M Van der Weyer, the 
Belgian Minister, Viscount Strat- 
ford de Eedcbffe, Countess Morley, 
Earl Grey, Bishop Wilberforce, and 
Countess Waldegrave herself. This 
Strawberry HiU gallery of pictures 
was exhibited at the Erench Gal- 
lery, Pall MaU, in 1861. To 
enumerate all the fashionable and 
other notabilities whose portraits 
have been painted by Mr. Sant 
would far exceed our limits. He 
was elected A.E.A. in 1861 5 E,A. 
in 1870; and m Jan., 1871, was 
appointed Principal Painter in 
Ordinary to the Queen in succession 
to the late Sir George Hayter, when 
he was commissioned to paint a 
large picture of Her Majesty and 
her royal grand-children, the three 
eldest children of the Prince of 
Wales, and a State portrait of the 
Queen for the Turkish Embassy In 
June, 1877, Mr. Sant was elected a 
corresponding member of the Eoyal 
Accademia Eafiaello in Urbino. 

SANTLEY, Chables, barytone 
singer, born at Liverpool, after re- 
ceiving a good musical and general 
education in his own country, pro- 
ceeded to Italy to complete his pro- 
fessional training* He made his 
first appearance as an operatic 
singer in this country at Covent 
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Grarden Opera^ during the Pyne- 
Harrison management^ and achieved 
his first great success in the part 
of Rhineherg in Vmcent Wallace's 
opera of "" Lurline/' in March^ 1860. 
He created so favourable an im- 
pression in this character that he 
took rank as one of the most effec- 
tive barytones of the day. His 
career, especially since he attached 
himself exclusively to the Italian 
operatic stage, on the boards of 
which he has distinguished himself 
in most of the great capitals of 
Europe, has been very successful. 
His voice is as remarkable for its 
quality as for the extent of its 
register, in the upper part of which 
it partakes of a pure tenore rohusto, 
while in the lower portion it dis- 
plays the rich qualities of the tasso 
profondo. In Gounod's opera of 

Eaust,” Mr Santley performed in 
the same season the parts of Valen- 
-tih and Mephistopheles, with trium- 
phant success. 

SARDOU, Yictorien, the cele- 
brated French dramatist, is son of 
M. Leandre Sardou, a professor at 
Paris, and the compiler of several 
publications. He was born in Paris 
Sept. 7, 1831 At first he studied 
medicine, but he was obliged, in 
consequence of the embarrassments 
of his family, to give private lessons 
in history, philosophy, and mathe- 
matics. He also made attempts in 
literature, writing articles for seve- 
ral reviews, for the minor journals, 
and for the “ Bictionnaire de la 
Conversation." His first comedy, 
"La Taveme des i^ltudiants," was 
brought out at the Odeon April 1, 
1854, and proved a complete failure. 
In the year 1857 M. Sardou was in 
a state of abject poverty and extreme 
distress. He was living in a garret, 
and was prostrated by an attack of 
typhoid fever j but a neighbour, 
Mdlle. de Br5court, nursed him with 
tender care during his illness, from 
■which he slowly recovered. He mar- 
ried this young woman in the fol- 
lowing year, and by her he was in- 
troduced to Mademoiselle Bejazet, 


who had just established the theatre 
which was named after her. M. 
Sardou, undeterred by his former 
failure, now turned his attention 
again to dramatic composition, and 
quickly built up for himself a bril- 
liant reputation, Nine years later 
he was in possession of a handsome 
fortune and a European renown, 
when a gloom was temporaiily cast 
over his career by the death of his 
devoted wife (1867). M Sardou's 
earlier pieces were performed at the 
TheiUre Bejazet, viz. : — " Les pre- 
mieres Armes de Figaro," Sept. 27, 
1859 ; " Monsieur Garat," April 30, 
1860 , and "Les Pres-Samt-Gervais," 
April 21, 1862. "Monsieur Garat" 
was one of the most prolonged suc- 
cesses of the little theatre, and 
" Les Pres-Saint-Gervais," trans- 
formed into an opera-bouffe, was 
afterwards brought out at the 
Theatre des "Varietes, and also, in an 
English version, at the Criterion 
Theatre, London. M. Sardou has 
since produced a large number of 
dramatic pieces m rapid succession. 
Several of his contemporaries have 
not hesitated to accuse him of pla- 
giarism, and to assert that he com- 
poses rapidly because he is not at 
all scrupulous as to the sources 
from which he borrows his ideas. 
Subjomed is a list of his other 
works, with the dates of their first 
representation • — “ Les Gens ner- 
veux" (Palais Royal, Nov. 4, 1859) ;

“ Batailles d' Amour," a comic opera 
in three acts, written in conjunction 
with M. Baclin (Op5ra-Comiquo,

uoirs^^ (Yaudevillej 1863)^ a drama 
in four acts, widcli, after being in- 
terdicted by tbe censorship, was 
severely criticised by the press;

25, 1864) ; Les Pommes dn Voi- 
sin*^ (Palais Poyal, Oct. 25, 1864) ;

1881). M. Sardou has realised a 
princely fortune by his writings, 
and hs^ built a splendid didteau 
at Marly-le-Roy. He married, 
secondly, on June 17, 1872, Made- 
moiselle Soulier, daughter of the 
Conservateur of the Museum of 
Versailles. He was decorated with 
the Legion of Honour in 1863, and 
was elected a Member of the French 
Academy in June, 1877, in sncees- 
sion to M. Joseph Autran. BLis 
reception into the French Academy 
took place May 23, 1878. 


SARTORIS, Mrs. (See Keisole, 
Adelaide.) 

SARTORIHS, Sib Gboboe Rose, 
K.C.B., Admiral of the Fleet, eldest 
son of the late Colonel of Engineers, 
J. C. Sartorius, of the E.I.C/s ser- 
vice, and of Annabella Rose, grand- 
daughter of Admiral Harvey, was 
born Aug. 9, 1790 At an early age 
he entered the navy, was present at 
the battle of Trafalgar, commanded 
a gunboat at the siege of Cadiz, and 
was three times mentioned in the 
Gazette for boating services. When 
in command of the Slaney, he was. 
present at the suiTender of the Em- 
peror Napoleon, in 1815, to the 
squadron under the orders of Cap- 
tain Sir Frederick Maitland, of the 
JBellerophon. In 1830-31, he was 
engaged hy the Terceira Regency, 
acting for the yonng Queen of Por- 
tugal, to fit out and take the com- 
mand of a squadron to act against 
the usurper, Pon Miguel. In this 
service his efforts were much em- 
barrassed by a factious opposition ; 
and owing to this cause, and to the 
contradictory orders issued from 
head-quarters, he had a very criti- 
cal duty to perform. Puring the 
continuation of the contest that 
ensued, a spirit of discontent sprang 
up among the seamen, who became 
mutinous in consequence of their 
arrears of pay being withheld from 
them. This vexatious state of things 
was much aggravated hy misrepre- 
sentations to the effect that it was 
the intention of the admiral to with- 
draw the ships, and to deprive the 
seamen of their rights. Indeed, 
so far did his opponents proceed, as 
to attempt to seize him on board 
his own ship. This opened the eyes 
of the men, and, after much diffi- 
culty and aH;er making many sacri- 
fices, the admiral succeeded, by ex- 
ercising great firmness and forbear- 
ance, in restoring order, and in 
recovering the goodwill and de- 
voted attachment of the remaining: 
crews. Puring the prevalence of 
the mutinous spirit of the seamen> 
many of them had deserted bo 
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Spanish shores^ and great privation 
was caused by the failure of provi- 
sions. This last evil was only re- 
medied by the admiral purchasing, 
at his own cost, supplies of meat 
and biscuit ; but for this the squa- 
dron must have been surrendered 
to the Spanish G-overnment. He 
had soon after to menace with an at- 
tack a Spanish squadron of a line-of- 
battle ship, a frigate, and corvettes, 
sent to (dcive him out of Spanish 
waters, and with mutinous crews 
he managed to fight two actions, 
eventually succeeding in driving 
the enemy’s ships into Lisbon, while 
the Tagus was blockaded and Oporto 
kept free during the time of his 
command. When confidence was 
restored, and the crews, who were 
all English, found how groundless 
had been their alarms at the motives 
and conduct of the admiral, they 
manifested great zeal and devotion ; 
^and on his ascertaining that the 
time had come when he could retire 
honourably, and with safety to the 
cause in wMoh he had embarked, 
he signified his intention to give up 
the command to his old friend 
Napier j and this at a time when 
officers and men declared their in- 
tention to serve under no other 
commander until his claims were 
satisfied. On the re-establishment 
of the Queen’s government, the ad- 
miral successively received the titles 
of Viscount de Pudade, Count of 
Senhafirma, together with the Grand 
Cross of the Tower and Sword, for 
the services he had rendered. As 
captain of the Malabar he received 
the thanks of the President and 
Congress of the United States for 
his efforts to save the U. S. frigate 
Missouri from destruction by fire in 
Gibraltar Bay, in 184!2. Shortly 
after he was so fortunate as to re- 
ceive on board the Regent of Spain, 
Espaxtero, and to afford him an 
asylum when closely pursued by 
‘"his enemies. Sir George was the 
first to foresee, in 1855, the revolu- 
tion about to take place in naval 
warfare, by the reviv^of the ancient 


mode of striking an adversary with 
the prow ; the introduction of which 
principle, as the so-called '^ram,” 
has since been adopted. He became 
Admiral of the White in the British 
navy in 1862 , Vice-Admiral of the 
United Kingdom in 1869 j and Ad- 
miral of the Elect the same year.

SAULCY, Louis Eblioien 
Joseph Caio-nart be, antiquary, 
born at Lille, March 19, 1807, was 
admitted into the Polytechnic 
School in 1825, and became an 
officer of artillery. He was sta- 
tioned for some time at Metz, and 
having devoted his leisure to numis- 
matics and ai'chfisology, acquired a 
high reputation as an antiquary. 
In 1836 he obtained the Numismatic 
prize of the French Institute for an 
essay on the Classification of the 
Byzantine Coins, and was appointed, 
through the influence of the late 
Duke of Orleans, Conservator of 
the Museum of Artillery in Paris. 
In 1842, having been elected a 
member of the Academy of Inscrip- 
tions, he turned his attention to 
Oriental numismatics and epi- 
graphs, and in 1850 made a voyage 
to Palestine, explored the De^ 
Sea, and the sites of the doomed 
cities, and on his return, announced 
that he had found the ruins of 
Sodom. His "Voyage autour de 
la Mer Morte et dans les Torres 
Bibliques,” published in 1852-4, 
and translated into English, is well 
known. Owing to his researches 
in the Holy Land, M. de Saulcy, 
from being a sceptic, became a 
believer in revealed religion. His 
later works are “Histoire de TArt 
Judalque, tir4e des Textes Sacr^s et 
Profanes,” 1858 j "Les Expeditions 
de C4sar en Grande - Bretagne,” 
1860 j "Voyage en Terre-Sainte,” 
2 vols., 1865 ; " Les Berniers Jours 
de Jerusalem,” 1866; "Histoire 
d’H6rode, Boi des Juifs,” 1867; 
"Etude Chronologique des Livres 
d^Esdras et de N^h^mie,” 1868 ; 
and " Bictionnaire Topographiqug 
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abrege de la Terre Sainte/^ 1877. 
M. de Satilcy bas been twice mar- 
ried. His second wifCj Mdlle. de 
Billing, a daughter of the well- 
known diplomatist, was appointed 
lady of the palace to the Empress 
After the capitulation of S4dan 
(1870), M. de Saulcy followed the 
Empress to Cbisleburst, but be bas 
since returned to France and re- 
sumed bis labours at tbe Academy 
of Inscriptions, where be was nomi- 
nated a member of tbe permanent 
commission of tbe " Corpus des 
Inscriptions Semitiques." He was 
made an Officer of tbe Legion of 
Honour, April 25, 1847, a Senator 
of France, having previously retired 
from tbe Artillery with tbe rank of 
Major, Hov. 14, 1859, and Com- 
mander of tbe Legion of Honour, 
Aug. 13, 1862. 

SAXE, John Ctodi’rey, LL.D , 
was bom at Higbgate, Vermont, 
June 2, 1816, A.B. (Middlebury 
College), 1839. From 1843 to 1850 
be practised law in Vermont, and 
from 1850 to 1855 be was editor of 
tbe Burlington (Vermont) SenUnel, 
and was State Attorney in 1851. 
At one time be was a Democratic 
candidate for governor of Vermont, 
but since 1858 be bas devoted him- 
self exclusively to literature and 
lecturmg His first collection of 
poems was pubbsbed in 1849, and 
enlarged editions have appeared 
every few years since In addition 
to the various editions of bis col- 
lected poems which have appeared, 
be bas pubbsbed “Tbe Money 
E^ng,^" 1869 ; ■“ Clever Stories of 
Many Hations/' 1863 ; “ Masque- 
rade,^’ 1866; “Fables and Legends 
of Many Countries,” 1872; “Proud 
Miss McBride,” 1873 ; and “Leisure 
Bay Bbymes,” 1875. 

SAXE-COBHE^ AHB GOTHA, 
Buke of. (See Ernest II.) 

SAT, Jean Baptiste L]^on, a 
French statesman, bom at Paris, 
June 6, 1826, is son of Horace 
Smile Say, and grandson of Jean 
Baptiste Say, tbe celebrated politi- 
cal economist. Following tbe tradi- 


tions of his family, be devoted 
himself to tbe study of pobtical 
economy, and for many years be 
was editor of tbe Journal des Ddbats. 
He was an unsuccessful candidate 
for tbe Corps Legislatif in 1869, 
but in Feb , 1871, be was returned 
to tbe National Assembly, as one of 
tbe representatives of tbe depart- 
ment of the Seme. In June tbe 
same year he became Prefect of 
that depai’tment. In Oct., 1871, be 
came to London, accompanied by 
M. Vautram, tbe president of tbe 
Municipal Council of Paris, and 
presented to tbe Court of Aldermen 
at tbe Guildhall a bronze medal of 
tbe H6tel de ViUe, and tbe large 
gold medal which was struck in 
commemoration of the revictualbng 
of Paris by voluntary subscriptions 
collected in this country. At tbe 
same time be on behalf of M. 
Thiers presented tbe Lord Mayor 
with tbe Grand Cross of tbe Legion 
of Honour He and M. Vautrain 
were entertained at a public ban- 
quet in tbe Mansion House (Oct. 
18). On Bee. 7, 1872, be was made 
Minister of Finance by M. Thiers, 
on whose downfall be naturally left 
office (May 24, 1873). He again 
accepted tbe portfolio of Finance 
in M Buffet’s administration, in 
March, 1875. Soon afterwards be 
was elected a Senator for tbe 
department of tbe Seme-et-Oise ; 
bis term of office expired in 1882. 
He retained bis portfolio in tbe 
Bufaure cabinet of tbe lOtb of 
May, 1876, and in tbe Jules Simon 
cabinet of the 13tb of Bee. following, 
but be retired with tbe latter May 
17, 1877 When a new ministry 
was formed under tbe presidency 
of M. Bufaure in Bee., 1877, 
M. L4on Say again became Minis- 
ter of Finance. He presided over 
tbe International Monetary Con- 
ference held at tbe Foreign Office, 
Paris, in Aug., 1878. He retained 
tbe position of Minister of Finance 
in the first cabinet formed by Presi- 
dent Gr4vy. He retired from tbe 
Administration, Bee. 17, 1879, with 
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t]ie head of the cabinet, M. Wad- 
dington, and resumed his place 
among the members of the Left 
Centre. In April, 1880, he was 
appointed Ambassador 'in London, 
with a view to his conductmg the 
negotiations for a Treaty of Com- 
merce, and he met with a cordial 
reception, but he returned to Paris 
in the course of a few weeks, in 
consequence of his having been 
elected President of the Senate, 
May 25, 1880, in place of M Martel, 
who had resigned on account of ill- 
health. A short time previously to 
this, the Academy of Moral and 
Political Sciences had elected M. 
L4on Say as successor to M. Michel 
Chevalier (April 2-1). He was re- 
elected President of the Senate, 
Jan. 20, 1881, and he became 
Minister of Finance in the De 
Freycinet cabinet, formed Jan. 30, 
1882. M. Leon Say, who is a great 
authority on financial and economi- 
cal questions, has written "Th^orie 
des Changes ^Jtrangers,” translated 
from the English, and preceded by 
an introduction j ''' Histoire de la 
Caisse d^Escompte,^^ 1818, ^^La 
Yille de Paris et le Credit Foncier ; ” 
'^Lettre aux Membres de la Com- 
mission du Corps Legislatif 

Observations sur le Systfeme 
Financier de M. le Prefet de la 
Seine,” 1866j and, in conjunction 
with M. L4on Walras, “Les Obliga- 
tions Populaires.” He has con- 
tributed to the Animaire de I'^cow- 
omie Politique and the Journal des 
Economistes. In Dec , 1874, the 
French Academy of Moral and 
Political Sciences elected M. Leon 
Say to the seat left vacant by the 
death of M. Dubois. 

SAYCE, The Hev. Archibald 
Henry, bom at Shirehampton, near 
Bristol, Sept. 25, 1846, was educated 
partly at home, and partly at Gros- 
venor College, Bath. He became 
Scholar of Queen^s College, Oxford, 
in 1865, First Class in Moderations 
in 1866, was First Class in the Final 
ClassicaLSchools in 1868, was elected 
a Fellow of his College in 1869, 


Tutor in 1870, and since then Senior 
Tutor. He was ordained deacon in 
1870, and priest in 1871. He be- 
came Deputy-Professor of Compa- 
rative Philology in 1876 , an elector 
to the Chair of Celtic in the same 
year , and Public Examiner in the 
School of Theology in 1877. He 
has been a member of the Old Tes- 
tament Eevision Company since 
1874, and received an honorary 
LL.D. degree at Dublin in 1881.

SCHAFF, Philib, D.D., LL.D., 
born at Chur, Switzerland, Jan. 1, 
1819. He was educated at Chur, 
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Stuttgart, Tubingeu, Halle, and 
Berlin, and in 1841 travelled as 
private tutor, in France, Switzer- 
land, and Italy. From 1842 to 1844 
be lectured in the University of 
Berlin on exegesis and churcli 
history. In 1844 he went to 
America, where he became Profes- 
sor of Theology in the Lutheran 
Seminary of Mercersburg, Pennsyl- 
vania (1844-63) He removed to 
New York in 1863 , visited Europe 
in 1865 ; was secretary of the New 
York Sabbath Committee, 1864-69 ; 
and lecturer at the theological 
seminaries in Andover, Hartford, 
and New York. In 1871 he became 
Professor of Church History in the 
Union Theological Seminary, New 
York. He is one of the founders of 
the American branch of the Evan- 
gelical Alliance, and was sent three 
times (1869, 1872, 1873) to Europe 
to arrange for the Ueneral Confer- 
ence which was held in New York 
in Oct.j 1873 He is a member of a 
number of historical and literary 
societies, and is President of the 
American Bible Eevision Com- 
mittee. Among the more impor- 
tant of his numerous works are: 
"History of the Apostolic Chureh,^^ 
1853 ; " Sketch of the Political, 
Social, and Eeligious Character of 
the United States,^" 1855 ; " Ger- 
many, its Universities, Theology, 
and Religion,^' 1857 j "History of 
the Christian Churoh,^^ 3 vols , 
1858-1867; " Herman Hymn Book,^' 
1859 ; "The Christ of the Hospels,” 
1864 ; The Person of Christ,*' 
1865, new edition, 1881 ; "Lectures 
on the Civil War in America," 
1865; "Christ in Song," 1869, 
"Revision of the English Yersion 
of the New Testament, 1874; "The 
Yatican Council," 1875; "The 
Creeds of Christendom," 3 vols., 
1876 ; " Harmony of the Reformed 
Confessions," 187^ ; " Through Bible 
Lands," 1878 ; " Dictionary of the 
Bible," 1880 ; and in conjunction 
with Arthur Hilman, "Library of 
Eeligious Poetry," 1881. He is 
editor of the Anglo-American 


adaptation of Lange's "Commei 
tary on the Bible," begun in 186^ 
and of the "International Revisio 
Commentary on the New Test£ 
inent," begun in 1881. 

SCHARF, G-boroe, F S.A., son o 
a Bavarian artisi: of the same name 
who had settled in London in 1816 
He was born Dec. 16, 1820, is weL 
known as a writer on sub,-)ects con- 
nected with art, and as a skilful 
artist, having studied its principles 
under his father, who died in 
London in Nov., 1860. He was 
educated at London University 
School, and having gained medals 
at the Society of Arts, was admitted 
a student of the Royal Academy in 
1838. His first published work was 
a series of etchings, entitled " Scenic 
Effects," illustrating the Shakspe- 
rean and Classical revivals by Mac- 
ready, when manager of Covent 
Garden Theatre in 1838-9. He 
travelled in Italy in 1840, and 
accompanied Sir C. Fellows in a 
journey through Lycia and other 
parts of Asia Minor, whither he 
proceeded again in 1843, as 
draughtsman to a government ex- 
pedition. A large collection of his 
drawmgs, both of Lycian views and 
outlines of sculpture, is deposited 
in the British Museum. After his 
return he painted some oil pictures, 
which were exhibited at the Royal 
Academy and at the British Insti- 
tution; but his time has been 
chiefly devoted to illustrating books ; 
among which may be mentioned 
Fellows's "Lycia," Murray's "Il- 
lustrated Prayer-Book," Macaulay's 
"Lays of Ancient Rome," 1847; 
Milman's "Horace," 1849 ; Kugler's 
" Handbook of Italian and German 
Painting," 1851, 2nd edit., 1855, m 
which he devised a collected series 
of minute representations of all 
Raphael's compositions known as 
the " Holy Famdy , " Layard's works 
on "Nineveh," Dr. Smith's "Classi- 
cal Dictionaries," Keats's "Poems," 
Pollock's " Dante," and Bray's 
" Life of Stothard." He was elected 
F.S.A. in 1852, and Corresponding 
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Member of the Arcbseologieal In- 
stitute of Eome in 1858. He had 
meanwhile rendered much assist- 
ance to Charles Kean in producing 
his Shaksperean revivals with classic 
costumes and correct scenery. He 
delivered a course of lectures on 
Italian art at the Eoyal Institution^ 
and was appomted Art Secretary at 
the Manchester Exhibition of 1857, 
and m the same year Secretaiy and 
Keeper of the National Portrait 
Gallery. He has written History 
of the Characteristics of Greek Art," 
prefixed to Words worth^s Greece 
Descriptions of the Greeks Roman, 
and Pompeian Courts at the Crystal 
Palace ‘‘^Artistic and Descriptive 
Notes on Remarkable Pictures in 
the British Institution Exhibition 
of Ancient Masters," published m 
1858; a '' Catalogue of Pictures 
and Works of Art in Blenheim 
Palace," in 1860 ; and a "Catalogue 
Raisonne of the Pictures belonging 
to the Society of Antiquaries of 
London," reprinted from the Mne 
Arts Quarterly Review, in 1866. In 
1866 he delivered a course of lec- 
tures at the Royal Institution, upon 
portraits, illustrated by numerous 
sketches taken by himself from the 
original pictures; a second series 
was given in March, 1868. He is 
also the author of an account of the 
celebrated portrait of Richard II., 
preserved in Westminster Abbey, 
printed in the Fine Arts Quarterly 
R&view, 1867 ; and of an historical 
account of the pictures belonging 
to the Crown, recording their vicis- 
situdes from the reign of Henry 
VIII. to the present century, and 
published in the volume of the 
ArchfiBological Institute, entitled 
" Old London,” 1867. In these 
catalogues many erroneous titles of 
portraits were corrected, and several 
names of eminence, supposed to 
have been lost, have been recovered. 
His essays on "The Three Children 
of the King of CastiUe," a triptych 
formerly belonging to King Henry 
VIII.; and a rare portrait of the 
Empress Leonora, mother of Maxi- 


milian, previously unknown, were 
printed in the Archseologia of the 
Society of Antiquaries. He contri- 
buted to the journal of the Royal 
Archaeological Institute a new in- 
terpretation of the well-known pic- 
ture of Queen Ehzabeth in a litter 
surrounded by her nobles, errone- 
ously engraved by Vertue as "A 
Procession to Hunsdon House,’' in 
1571. He showed that it was in 
reality the visit of Queen Elizabeth 
to Blackfriars in 1600, to celebrate 
the wedding of Anne Russell to 
Lord Herbert. This departure from 
the date assumed by Vertue, had 
extensively altered the names of 
the persons represented. His subse- 
quent works have been elaborate 
historical catalogues of the paint- 
ings at Knowsley Hall and Woburn 
Abbey, privately printed In 1882, 
after a service of twenty-five years, 
as Secretary, he was constituted 
Director of the National Portrait 
Gallery. His latest work is an 
elaborate account of the famous 
portrait of Richard II., preserved 
at Wilton House, and issued 
under the auspices of the Arundel 
Society. 

SCHILLING, Johann, a German 
sculptor, bom at Mittweida, in 
Saxony, June 23, 1828. After 
studying with Rietschel and Hanel 
he made his d^ut as a sculptor in 
1851 with a beautiful group — 
"Amor and Psyche.” W orkmg then 
at Berlin with Drake — ^the arSst of | 
the Victory Column — ^he produced a1 
paic of relief medallions — " Jupiter 
and Venus,” which procured him a 
travelling scholarship; and the 
result of the two years' residence 
in Italy which he was thus enabled 
to spend, were his "Wounded 
Achilles” and his "Centaur and 
Venus." Returning to steady 
industry at Dresden he turned out 
in rapid succession a variety of 
high productions ; and on the death 
of Rietschel undertook the execu- 
tion of the city of Spiers' figure for 
the Luther monument at Worms. 
Equal admiration was bestowed on 
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his Eour Seasons ” on the Bruhl 
Terrace at Dresden, his Schiller 
statue at Vienna, his Maximilian 
statue at Trieste, and his War 
Memorial at Hamburg, not to men- 
tion other creations, which were all 
surpassed and crowned by the Grand 
National Monument, on the edge of 
the Niederwald, overlooking the 
Ehine. This was unveiled by the 
Emperor William, Sept. 28, 1883. 

SCHLESWIG-HOLSTEIN, 
Prince oe. (fifee Christian, 
Prince .) 

SCBniilEMANN, Dr. BtEiNRicH, 
E.S A., was born at Ankershagen 
in Mecklenburg, in 1822, being the 
son of a Lutheran pastor, who in- 
spired him at an early age with an 
enthusiastic admiration of the 
heroes of ancient Greece, whose 
exploits have been immortalised by 
Homer. On his mother’s death, 
which occurred when he was nme 
years old, he went to live with his 
unde, a clergyman of Kalkhorst, 
where he remained two years. 
When the lad was fourteen years 
old, the elder Sohliemann lost his 
parish, became miserably poor, and 
could no longer pay for his son^s 
schooling. The result was that 
young Scbliemann had to enter a 
grocer’s shop in the httle town of 
Purstenburg, instead of following 
a career of letters, for which he 
felt a strong inclmation, but he 
always preserved for the glories of 
antiquity the same love which he 
showed in his early infancy. In 
this shop he passed five and a half 
years of his Hfe, occupied in selling 
herrii^s, butter, brandy, milk, and 
B^t, in grinding potatoes for the 
distillery, and in other similar pur- 
suits. He only came in contact 
with the lower classes of society, 
and as he was forced to work from 
five in the mormng imtil eleven at 
night, he rapidly forgot the little 
learning he had previously ac- 
quired. At last, through the 
mediation of friends, he obtained 
a place as correspondent and book- 
keeper in the Amsterdam firm of 


Messrs B H Schroeder & Co , who 
engaged him with a salary of 600 
florins, which, seeing his zeal, they 
shortly afterwards raised to 1000 
In 1846 he was sent to St. Peters- 
burg by his firm as their local 
agent, and a year later he estab- 
lished himself in business there on 
his own account. In the course of 
his busy life he has visited most 
parts of Europe and America, and 
has learned many languages, iiL» 
eluding Eussian, English, Prench, 
Spanish, Italian, Portuguese, 
Dutch, Polish, Swedish, ancient 
and modern Greek, and Arabic 
Having amassed a fortune, he com- 
menced his areh£eological investi- 
gations and excavations m the East, 
and recorded the results in a work 
written in Prench in 1869, and en- 
titled '' Ithaque, Le Peloponese, 
Troie. Eecherches Archeologiques.” 
Previously he had published in the 
same language, "La Chine et le 
Japon au temps present” (1867). 
In 1874 he published "Troy and 
its Eemains,” which contains a full 
account of the researches and dis- 
coveries made by him at Hissarlik, 
the site of ancient Troy, and in the 
Trojan Plain. In Peb , 1874, he 
obtamed permission from the Greek 
Government to excavate Mycense, 
where, in 1877, he discovered the 
five royal tombs which local tradi- 
tion pointed out to Pausanias as 
those of Agamemnqn and his com- 
panions, who were murdered by 
J2gisthus. The treasures of gold 
and silver brought to light denote 
great artistic perfection, and de- 
monstrate the existence of a school 
of domestic artists entirely inde- 
pendent of oriental influence. 
Coming now to England, Dr. 
Schliemann met with a most flat- 
tering reception. He was elected 
an honorary member of the Gro- 
cer’s Company, a Pellow of the 
Society of Antiquaries, a member 
of the Eoyal Institute of British 
Architects, and of the Archseolo- 
gical Institute. Many of the anti- 
quities discovered by Dr, Schlie- 
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mann at Hissarlik were exhibited 
at the South Kensington Museum 
at the close of 1877^ and about the 
same time there appeared in Eng- 
lish, "MycensB; a Narrative of 
Researches and Discoveries at My- 
cenae and Tiryns. By Dr Henry 
Schliemann. The Preface by the 
Right Hon. W. E G-ladstone, M.P."” 
In his explorations Dr. Schliemann 
has been greatly assisted by his 
wife, who is an accomplished Dreek 
scholar. She is a native of G-reece. 
Dr. Schliemann is continuing his 
excavations and researches. In 
1881 he published at Leipzig a new 
work, "Orchomenos,^’ in which he 
describes his journey from Athens 
to Orothomenos, Orchomenos itself, 
and Copais. The following year 
(1882) he was elected a correspond- 
ing member of the Academy of 
Sciences at Munich. His work 
*'Troja,'' published in 1883, may 
be considered as the supplement 
and completion of the earlier 
volume, IHos.” He has re- 
cently finished the erection of a 
residence in Athens which has cost 
more than .£20,000, where he and 
his family now live. 

SCHMITZ, Leonhard, Ph.D., 
LL.D., P.E.S E., was born at Eupen, 
near.^-la-Chapellej March 6, 1807, 
studied history and phdolology at 
the University of Bonn under Nie- 
buhr, Welcker, &c., from 1828 till 
1832, and afterwards taught with 
success at the gymnasium of Bonn. 
In 1836, after marrying an English 
lady, he removed to England, and 

on c^sical, histoncal, and educa- 
tional subjects. In 1845 he was 
appointed to the Rectorship of the 
High School of Edinburgh, which 
he resigned in July, 1866 ; he then 
undertook the Principalsldp of the 
London International College,whioh 
he resigned in 1874, on being ap- 
pointed Classical Examiner in the 
TJniversity of London. He was 
selected by the Queen in 1859 to 
give a course of historical instruc- 
tion to the Prince of Wales, and 


during the winter of 1862-3 gave a 
similar course to Prince Alfred. 
Dr. Schmitz edited Niebuhr's 
Lectures on “Roman History,'' on 
“Ancient History," and “Ancient 
Geography and Ethnology," con- 
sistmg of eight volumes, 1844-53 ; 
and the “Classical Museum," a 
periodical devoted to the elucidation 
of ancient history and literature, 
from 1844 till 1850 , and has com- 
piled a “Popular History of Rome j 
a “ History of Greece ; " Grammars 
of the Greek and Latin languages ; 

I a “Manual of Ancient History," 
1855 ; a Manual of Ancient Geo- 
graphy," 1857 , a “ Manual of the 
History of the Middle Ages," 1859 ; 
“ History of Latin Literatoe," 
1877; and contributed largely to 
the Penny Cyclopsedia, Dr. W. 
Smith's “ Classical Dictionaries," 
and the “Encyclopsedia Britannica." 
Dr. Schmitz became a naturalised 
British subject shortly after his 
appomtment to the Rectorship at 
Edinburgh. A civil list pension of 
^50 a year was granted to him in 
Jan. 1881, “in recognition of his 
services to classical education and 
literature.” 

SCHNEIDER, Hobtbnse Cathe- 
rine, a French actress, bom at Bor- 
deaux about 1835, displayed while 
very young an aptitude for the 
stage, and at the age of fifteen 
played with applause in “Michel 
et Christine" at the Ath^nee of 
her native city. An old teacher 
named Schaffner gave her lessons 
in smging, and she subsequently 
spent three years at Agen, playing 
secondary parts- Going to Paris, 
she obtained an engagement in the 
company of the BoiSfes-Parisiens, 
and on Sept. 19, 1853, made her 
dSut in “Le Chien de Garde" at 
the Thedtre des Yari^t^s. Here she 
met with considerable success, which 
was increased by her performances 
at the Theatre du Palais Royal, 
where she made her first appearance 
Aug. 5, 1868. In Dec. 1864, Mdlle. 
Schneider returned to the Yarietes 
and caused quite a furore by her 
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acting in " La Belle HeUne/' Slie 
achieved a success even more signal 
in " La Grande Dnchesse de G-erol- 
stein” during the Universal Ex- 
position of 1867, and appeared in 
the same part at London in July, 
1868. In the following year she 
returned to the Bouffes-Parisiens. 

SCHOELCHEB, Yictob^, writer 
and politician, son of a porcelain 
manufacturer, horn at Paris, July 
21, 1804 j, on quitting the College 
Louis-le-Grand, where he had re- 
ceived his education, joined the 
Liberal party opposed to the Ee- 
storation, and wrote for the press. 
As an ardent EepubHcan, he was 
opposed to the monarchy of July, 
1830, and placed his fortune and 
his pen at the service of various 
democratic journals. He advocated 
the abolition of negro slavery j went, 
in 1829, to Mexico, Cuba, and the 
United States, and, shocked by the 
aspect of forced servitude, called 
loudly for immediate emancipation. 
After having visited the French, 
English, Danish, and Spanish colo- 
nies in the W est Ladies, he proceeded 
to Greece, Egypt, and Turkey, and 
in 1847 set out for the west coast 
of Africa, ascended the Senegal to 
within thirty leagues of the Cata- 
racts, visited the French establish- 
ment on the Gambia, and returned to 
France to draw up his observations 
on the negroes of Africa. After 
the revolution of Feb. 1848, he 
entered the Ministry of Marine, as 
Undersecretary j issued, March 4, 
a decree proclaiming the principle 
of emancipation ; and instituted a 
commission to prepare the law for 
the immediate enfranchisement of 
the negroes in the French colonies. 
To M. Schoelcher is due the decree 
for abolishing flogging in the French 
navy. He was elected to the Con- 
stituent Assembly for Guadaloupe 
and Martinique, as the liberator 
of the slave, and returned for tiie 
former to the Legislative Assembly. 
He continued to defend emancipa- 
tion in the tribune and in the press, 
and had to sustain a hard struggle 


with the slave-owners. His pro- 
position for the abolition of the 
punishment of death came on for 
discussion just as the coup d^itat 
suppressed the Assembly Ex- 
pelled from France, he took refuge 
in England. He refused to take 
advantage of the amnesty pro- 
claimed by the Empire, and did 
not return to France until after 
the commencement of the war with 
Germany, and the earlier defeats 
sustained by the French troops in 
Aug. 1870. After the 4th of Sep- 
tember, he was nominated Colonel 
of the Staff of the National Guards, 
and a member of the Commission 
of Barricades, bemg mtrusted with 
the duty of organising the Legion 
of Artillery, which he commanded 
throughout the siege of Paris. In 
Feb. 1871, he was returned as repre- 
sentative of the department of the 
Seine, to the National Assembly, 
and was also chosen for Martinique 
and Guiano. He elected to sit for 
Martinique. M. Schoelcher voted 
with the Extreme Left He was 
elected a Senator for Life Dec. 16, 
1875. In Oct. 1882, he accepted the 
office of political director of a new 
colonial journal, the Momteur des 
Colonies, He has published a 
number of valuable works on the 
subject of slavery , also " The Life 
of Handel," Lond , 1857 ; and '^The 
Sunday Best," Lond., 1870. 

SCHOFIELD, Gen John McAl- 
LisTEB, born in Chataoqua county. 
New York, Sept. 29, 1831. He gra- 
duated at the Mihtary Academy at 
West Point, in 1853 ; remained 
there for five years as Instructor in 
Natural Philosophy ; and from 1868 
to 1861 was Professor of Natural Phi- 
losophy at Washington ITniversity, 
St. Louis, Missouri. Soon after the 
outbreak of the Civil War he was ap- 
pointed Brigadier-General of volun- 
teers, and served with credit in 
Missouri and Kansas. La 1864 he 
joined the army of Gen. Sharman, 
and bore a prominent part in all its 
operations to the close of the war. 
In 1864 he was made Brigadier- 
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G-eneral^ and in 1SG9 Ma;|or-G-eneral 
in the legnlar army. In 18(37 he 
was placed in command of the 
military district of Virginia In 
1S6S he was appointed Secretary of 
War, hut he resigned in 1869, and 
was assigned to the command of the 
department of Missoui'i, and in 
1870 to that of the Pacific. Prom 
1876 to 1881 he was Superintendent 
of the Military Academy at West 
Pomt. Since 1882 he has been in 
command of the department of the 
Pacifio. 

SCHOTT, Wilhelm, philologist 
and ethnologist, was born at 
Mayence in Sept. 1809, and gradua- 
ted as Doctor of Philosophy at 
Halle, in 1827, since which time he 
has devoted himself to the study of 
the European and Asiatic lan- 
guages. His first work, An Essay 
on the Tartar Languages (" Ver- 
such uber die tatarisohen Spra- 
ohen ”), appeared in 1836. In 1840 
he was nominated a Professor in 
the High School of Berlin, and in 
1842 a Pellow in ordinary of the 
Imperial Academy of Sciences of 
Berlin. The same year he pub- 
lished " De Lingu^ Tschuwas- 
chorum," in which he demonstrated 
the Turkish character of this idiom. 
In 1849 followed his work, Con- 
cerning the Altaic or Pinni^-Tatar 
grou23 of Languages;^' in 1854, 
‘'The Numeral in the Tschudic 
Class of Languages and after 
this a yet unconcluded series of 
treatises entitled “ Altaic Studies,” 
1860-72. Dr Schott, who is Pro- 
fessor-Extraordinary in the Dm- 
versity of Berlin, has also written 
largely on the Chinese language 
and hterature, and on the XJgro- 
Pinnish class of languages. 

SCHUEZ, Carl, was born at 
Liblar, near Cologne, Germany, 
March 2, 1829. He was educated 
at the Gymnasium of that City, and 
at the University of Bonn. In 1848 
he became associated with Gott- 
fried Kinkel, in editing a revolu- 
tionary journal, and subsequently 
in initiating a revolution At the 


surrender of the fortress of Eas- 
tadt, he escajied into Switzerland, 
whence, m May, 1850, he returned 
secretly to Germany and rescued 
Kmkel, who had been sentenced to 
twenty years' imprisonment in the 
foitress of Spandau. The two 
escaped to Leith, Scotland. Schurz 
went from thence to Paris as a 
newspaper correspondent, but a 
year later returned to London as a 
teacher. In 1852 he went to the 
United States, remained in Phila- 
delphia for three years, and then 
settled in Wisconsin, and became 
prominent as a political orator in 
the German language. The fol- 
lowing year he was nominated by 
the Eepuhlicans for Lieutenant- 
Governor of the State, but was 
defeated. In 1861 he was ap- 
pomted Minister to Spain, where 
he remained till Dec., 1861; re- 
turning to the United States, he 
resigned his ofiS.ce, and entered the 
army, and in the May following 
was appointed Brigadier-General of 
Volunteers. In the autumn of 1863 
he went to Tennessee, and took 
part in several battles, but resigned 
in 1864, and returned to his profes- 
sion of the law. In 1866 he re- 
moved to Detroit, Michigan, where 
he foimded and edited for some 
time the Detroit Post. In 1868 he 
removed to St. Louis, and in 1869 
was elected U.S. senator from Mis- 
souri. In the Presidential canvas 
of 1872 he imited with that portion 
of the Eepuhlican party known as 
“Liberals,” who nominated Mr. 
Greeley for President, in opposition 
to General Grant , but on the de- 
feat of Mr. Greely he, with most of 
the “Liberals,” returned to the 
regular Eepuhlican party ; and in 
1876 took an active part in the 
anvass for Mr. Hayes, by whom he 
was, in 1877, ai)pointed Secretary 
of the Interior. During his occu- 
pancy of that position he seconded 
Mr. Hayes' e:fiorts at a reform of 
the civil service by instituting 
competitive examinations for ap- 
pointments to clerkships in his de- 
3 R 
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Partment. At the expiration of his 
term, 1881, he remoYed to New 
York, and is now the editor of the 
Evening Post. 

SCHUYALOFF, Coitnt Peter, 
is a descendant of a well-known 
Russian family which was ennobled 
in the beginning of the seventeenth 
century. Many members of that 
house have played highly important 
parts m the history of Russia both 
as generals and as diplomatists. 
Count Peter SchuvalofP was born 
in 1828. He at first entered the 
military service, and in 1864 was 
advanced to the rank of general. 
He filled successively the post of 
military attache in Pans, of func- 
tionary in the Ministry of the In- 
terior, and Govemor-G-eneral of the 
Baltic provinces. He was advanced 
subsequently to the post of Chief 
of the Secret Police, third section 
of the Imperial ChanceUerie, which 
is in Russia a highly important 
position, the occupant having, in a 
great measure, to deal with foreign 
affairs. This appointment was 
made in 1866, and for upwards of 
seven years Count Sohuvaloff re- 
tained that post, and enjoyed the 
most implicit confidence of his 
sovereign, upon whom he exercised 
greater influence than any of his 
colleagues. His appointment as 
Ambassador to Her Majesty Queen 
Yictoria was looked upon by some 
in Russia as a kind of exile. Some 
beheved that he was sent to Eng- 
land owing to Prince Gortschakoff's 
jealousy, the Prince looking upon 
Mm as Ms rival and aspirant for 
the post of Chancellor. Other 
reasons of a more private nature 
were likewise assigned for Ms ex- 
patriation, but on the other hand 
it was likewise said that the Czar 
had chosen him for Ms repiesenta- 
tive in England on account of the 
confidence he reposed in the Count’s 
ability, and in Ms devotion to the 
Emperor. If tMs latter motive 
was the real cause of the appoint 
ment, events have proved the far 
sightedness of the Czar, who could 


not have had a better servant 
during the trying negotiations 
between the two countries. The 
evident success wMch had crowned 
Ms labours when the Count was 
sent on a special mission to this 
country previous to Ms appoint- 
ment as Ambassador, to appease 
the susceptibilities of the then 
Gladstone cabmet respecting the 
Russian expedition to KMva, was 
no doubt another reason for his 
being entrusted with the post of 
Ambassador to England, and the 
subsequent occurrences have shown 
the necessity of Russia being ably 
represented. In a great measm’e 
it may be attributed to Count 
Schuvaloff that, up to the present, 
England and Russia avoided coming 
to an open rupture. All through, 
however, the Count had been 
opposed to Prince Gortschakoff’s 
policy, and was certainly his rival 
On the occasion of Ms retiring from 
Ms post in London (Nov., 1879) the 
Czar appointed Mm a Knight of 
the St. Wladimir Order, First 

SCHWARZENBERG, Cardinal 
Frederick von. Prince Bishop of 
Prague, a member of the princely 
house bearing Ms name, was born 
April 6, 1809. Having completed 
Ms education, and taken holy orders, 
the prince became, in 1836, Bishop 
of Salzburg. In 1842 he was made 
a cardinal, and in 1849 was trans- 
lated as Prince Bishop of Prague. 
At the (Ecumemcal Council of the 
Yatican (1869-70) the cardinal be- 
longed to the inopportunist party, 
but afterwards unreservedly ac- 
cepted the dogma of the infallibi- 
lity of the Sovereign Pontiff. 

S C L A T E R, Philip Ltttlet, 
M.A., Ph.D., F R.S., second son of 
W. L. Solater, Esq , of Hoddington 
House, Hants, born in 1829, was 
educated at Winchester School, and 
at the age of 16 was elected Scholar 
of Corpus Christi College, Oxford, 
where he graduated in 1849, taking 
a first class in mathematics. He 
was subsequently Fellow of the

same College. He was called to 
the “bar at Lincoln's Inn in 1855, 
and went the Western circuit for 
several years ; became secretary to 
the Zoological Society of London 
in 1859, was elected E.E S. in 1861, 
and was made Doctor Philosophise 
by the University of Bonn {}ionor%s 
causCC) in 1860. He is editor of the 
IhiSf a journal of ornithology, and 
of Hie Natural History Review, and 
is author of a “ Monograph of the 
Tanagrine G-enns Calliste," Zoolo- 
gical Sketches," Cat^ogue of 
American Birds," Guide to the 
Gardens of the Zoological Society 
of London," and of upwards of 600 
papers and memoirs on ornithology 
and other branches of natural 
history m the Transactions " and 
"Proceedmgs" of the Zoological 
Society, the "Journal of the Lin- 
nsean Society," the "Annals of 
l^atural History,” the Ihis, the 
Natural History Review, and the 
Journal of Science. In 1875 Mr. 
Sclater was appointed Piivate 
Secretaiy to his brother, the Bight 
Hon. G. Sclater-Booth, President 
of the Local Government Board, 
but resigned that office in 1877. 
In the same year he became one of 
the General Secretaries to the 
British Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, and con- 
tinued to act in that capacity until 
1882, when he was elected one of 
the Vice-Presidents. 

SCLATEE-BOOTH, The Eight 
Hon. Geoboe, M.P., F.E.S., eldest 
son of William Lutley Sclater, Esq., 
of Hoddington House, Hampshire, 
by Anne Maria, daughter of the 
late William Bowyer, Esq., was 
born in London in 1826. From 
Winchester School, where he ob- 
tained the gold medal for Latin 
verse, he proceeded to Balhol Col- 
lege, Oxford (B.A. 1847). He was 
called to the bat of the Inner 
Temple in 1851. In 1857 he as- 
sumed, by royal licence, the name 
of Booth in addition to his patro- 
nymic j and in the same year he 
was elected M.P. for North Hamp- 


shire, which constituency he has 
continued to represent in the Con- 
servative interest down to the 
present tune. During the first ten 
years of his Parliamentary career 
Mr. Sclater-Booth was a frequent 
and active member of Select Com- 
nnttees, and became very conver- 
sant with the public and private 
business of the House of Commons. 
As Secretary to the Poor Law Board 
in 1867 he represented that depart- 
ment in the Lower House, his chief. 
Lord Devon, being the first peer 
who had ever filled the office of 
President. This brought the Se- 
cretaryship into greater promi- 
nence than it had previously 
occupied, and identified it more 
completely with the policy and 
administration of the department. 
The severe pressure on the rates 
caused by the distress which pre- 
vailed at that time in the East of 
London, also brought Mr. Sclater- 
Booth's name before the public as 
actively promoting the co-operation 
between private charity and relief 
from the public rates, by which the 
emergency was finally dealt with 
On the resignation of Lord Derby 
in Feb., 1868, the following year, 
Mr. Sclater-Booth was appointed to 
the Secretaryship of the Treasury, 
in the room of Mr. Hunt, who 
became Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer. He passed the estimates 
through the House of Commons, 
and conducted the financial busi- 
ness of the Treasury till the general 
election of 1868, when Mr. Disra- 
eh's Government resigned. Durmg 
Mr. Gladstone's ^ministration 
(1868-74) Mr. Sclater-Booth's at- 
tention continued to be constantly 
directed to pulilio business, and he 
served during the greater part of 
that time as Chairman of the im- 
portant Committee on Public Ac- 
counts. On the formation of Mr. 
Disraeli’s Government in 1874 he 
was sworn in as a Privy Councillor, 
and appointed to the office of Presi- 
dent of the Local Government 
Board, which he held till the Con- 
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servatives resigned in April, 1880. 
In tliat capacity lie has been dis- 
tinguished for the success with 
which he has directed the adminis- 
tration and Parliamentary business 
of his department : in particular 
the Eating Act of 1874, the Regis- 
tration Act of the same year, and 
the Pollution of Rivers Prevention 
Act of 1875, were measures which 
had long been urgently required, 
but which, though frequently 
brought forward, had never before 
been carried to a successful issue. 
The consohdaiion of the sanitary 
laws in the Public Health Act of 
1875 was likewise a measure of the 
greatest importance with which his 
name could be connected. 

SCOTT, Benjamin, Chamberlain 
of I/ondon, son of the late B. W. 
Scott, Esq., who long held the post 
of Chief Clerk to the Chamherlain, 
and who, conjointly with Mr. Firth, 
volunteered, in 1832, a report to 
the City Corporation on the subject 
of a gener^ embankment of the 
river Thames, was horn in 1814, 
and having entered the Chamber- 
lain’s office, attained the post of 
Chief Clerk in 1842, but resigned 
that and other offices in 1853. He 
founded the Bank of London, to 
which he was secretary until the 
death of Sir John Key, in 1858, 
when he was elected to the office of 
Chamberlain. He has taken an 
active part in education, having 
founded, in 1851, the Working 
Men’s Educational Union. Mr. 
Scott has published, among other 
works, " A Statistical Vindication 
of the City of London,” Contents 
and TeacMngs of the Catacombs at 
^me,” Progress of Locomotion 
in G-reat Britain,” and " Hints to 
Lecturers to the Working Classes.” 
Mr. Scott is a Commissioner of Her 
Majesty’s Lieutenancy for the City 
of London. 

SCOTT, The Rev. Chaeleb Beod- 
niCE, B.I)., bom at 3, Merrion 
Square South, Dublin, Jan. 18, 
1S25, was educated at Eton and at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where 


he graduated B.A. in 1848 as Senior 
Classic and 22nd Wrangler. He 
gamed the Pitt University scholar- 
ship (1847) ; was Senior Chancel- 
lor’s Medallist , and was elected, in 
1849, a Fellow of Trinity, of which 
College he became assistant tutor 
in 1852. Afterwards he graduated 
M.A , 1851 ; B D., 1860 ; D.D., 1867. 
He was Select Preacher at Cam- 
bridge in 1860 and 1869. He be- 
came Head Master of Westnimster 
School m 1855 j a Prebendary of 
St Paul’s in 1874 ; and an honorary 
student of Christ Chnrch, Oxford, 
in 1875. Dr. Scott resigned the 
head-mastership of Westminster 
School in May, 1883. 

SCOTT, The Rioht Rev. Chables 
Peeby, D.D., Bishop of North China, 
son of the late Rev. John Scott, vicar 
of St. Mary’s, Hull, was horn there 
June 27, 1847. He received his 
education at the Charterhonse, and 
at Jesus College, Cambridge (B.A., 
1869; D.D. ^ure dignitahsj 1880). 
He was curate of St Peter’s, Eaton 
Square, London, from 1870 to 1874, 
and a missionary (under the Society 
for the Propagation of the Gospel) 
from the latter date till his advance- 
ment to the episcopate. He was 
consecrated, as Bishop of North 
China, in St Paul’s cathedral, Oct. 
28, 1880. 

SCOTT, Clement William, son 
of the Rev. William Scott, Vicar of 
St. Olave, Old Jewry, was horn 
Oct. 6, 1841, at Christ Church par- 
sonage, Hoxton, London, and edu- 
cated at Marlborough College, Wilt- 
shire.^ He was appointed to a clerk- 
ship in the War Office by Lord 
Herbert of Lea in May, 1860, and 
retired on a pension in May, 1879. 
He then joined the editorial staff of 
the Daily Telegraph, to which paper 
he had contributed dramatic cri- 
ticisms and special articles since 
1873. Previous to that time, Mr. 
Scott was successively dramatic 
critic to the Bvniday Times, the 
Weekly Dispatch, and the Observer, 
He is the author of '''Lays of a 
Londoner,” a hook of dramatic 
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poems, principally contributed to 
Punch after Mr. Burnand became 
editor ; Eound about tbe Islands,” 
a collection of holiday articles con- 
tributed to the Daily Telegraiph, and 
other papers. He is likewise author 
or part author of the following 
plays : — “ Diplomacy,” "" The Vicar- 
age,” "Off the Line,” '"The Cape 
Mad,” ^ Peril,” " The Crimson 
Cross,” “ Odette,” " Tears, Idle 
Tears ’ ” and has been editor of the 
Theatre magazine since 1880 

SCOTT, The Veby Eev. Eobebt, 
D.D., derives his descent from the 
Scotts of Harden, N.B., and was 
bom in 1811 in Devonshire, where 
his father held a living. Prom 
Shrewsbury School he proceeded 
to Christ Church, Oxford, where he 
obtained the Craven Ilniversity 
Scholarship in 1833, and the Ireland 
Dniversity Scholarship three years 
subsequently. He graduated B.A 
in 1833, being in the first class in 
classics, and was shortly afterwards 
elected to a Eellowship at Balliol 
College. Having held for a few 
years one of the college tutorships 
he accepted the Eectory of Duloe, 
in Cornwall, which he subsequently 
exchanged for the living of South 
LufPenham, Eutland. This prefer- 
ment he held till 1864, when he was 
elected, on the death of Dr Jenkyns, 
to the Mastership of Balliol College. 
In 1861 he succeeded Dr. Hawkms 
as Professor of the Exegesis of Holy 
Scriptures at Oxford , and in 1870, 
on the recommendation of Mr. Glad- 
stone, he was appointed Dean of 
Eochester. Dr. Scott has trans- 
lated some portions of the " Library 
of the Fathers,” and in 1846 he gave 
to the world the well-known " Greek 
Lexicon,” in conjunction with Dean 
LiddeU. 

SCOTT, Eobebt Hbnbt, M.A., 
F.E.S , F.G.S., born at Dublin, Jan. 
28, 1833, was educated at Eugby 
and Trinity College, Dublin, where 
he graduated as First Senior Mode- 
rator in Experimental Physics in 
1865. He was appointed Lecturer 
in Mineralogy to the Eoyal Dublin 


Society in 1862, and Director of the 
Meteorological Office in 1867, a title 
changed to " Secretary of the Me- 
teorological Council ” in 1877. Mr. 
Scott IS author of a "Manual of 
Volumetric Analysis,” 1862 ; " Wea- 
ther Charts and Storm Warnings,” 
1876 j and of various papers on 
geology and meteorology in the 
Transactions of scientific societies. 
In addition he, in conjunction with 
Capt. H. Toynbee, F.E.A.S., the 
marine superintendent of the office, 
has edited the scientific works which 
have at successive times been issued 
by the Meteorological Committee. 

SCEIVENEE, The Eev Fbe- 
DEBicK Henry Ambrose, LL D., 
was born Sept. 29, 1813, at Ber- 
mondsey, Surrey, and educated at 
St. Olave^s Grammar School, South- 
wark, and Trimty College, Cam- 
bridge, where he obtained a Scholar- 
ship in 1834, and graduated B.A. in 
1833, M.A. m 1838. He was ap- 
pointed Assistant Master of King's 
School, Sherborne, in 1835 \ Curate 
of Sandford Orcas, Somerset, in 
1838 j was Head Master of Falmouth 
School, 1846-56 j Incumbent of Pen- 
werris, Falmouth, 1816-61; Eector 
of Gerrans from 1861 till Dec., 
1875, when the Duke of Portland 
presented him to the vicarage of 
Hendon, Middlesex. Mr. Scrivener's 
special study has been the criticism 
of the Hew Testament, to which 
nearly aU his writings refer. His 
"Greek Testament” (7th edit., 
1877), and "Plain Introduction to 
the Criticism of the Hew Testa- 
ment,” are text-books m many 
schools, and universities. The 
" Codex Bezse ” is perhaps the most 
complete and elaborate of his writ- 
ings. His " Cambridge Paragraph 
Bible of the Authorized English 
Version, with the Text revised, 
and a Critical Introduction pre- 
fixed,” appeared in 1873 ; " Six 
Popular Lectures on the Text of 
the Hew Testament ” in 1876 , and 
"Greek Testament with changes 
made m the Common Text by the 
Hew Testament Company of Ee- 
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visers/' 1881. He was nominated 
one of the Company of E.eTision of 
the Anthorized Version of the New 
Testament in 1870. The Univer- 
sity of St. Andrews conferred upon 
“hiryt the honorary degree of LL.D. 
in 1872. A civil list pension of 
JBIOO was granted to hnn Jan. 
1872, in recognition of his services 
in connection with. Biblical criti- 
cism, and in aid of the publication 
of his works.'*^ 

SEDOWICK, Amt, a popular 
actress, born at Bristol, Oct. 27, 
1835, after having passed through 
a training for the stage at an 
amateur theatre near London, where 
Elton, Reeve, Hobson, and other 
dramatic stars first trod the 
boards, made her filrst public ap- 
pearance in the summer of 1853, as 
Julia, in ‘‘ The Hunchback," at the 
Richmond Theatre. Her perform- 
ance, though not unsuccessful, <hd 
not give promise of the celebrity 
she afterwards attained. She re- 
turned to Bristol to accept a tem- 
porary engagement, where, owing 
to a misunderstanding between her- 
self and the lessee of the theatre, 
she appeared only one night as 
Mrs. White, in the farce of that 
name. Proceeding to Cardiff, Miss 
Sedgwick caused so great a sensa- 
tion by her Pauline in the "Lady 
of Lyons,” that Mr. Moseley, the 
leader of a circuit which included 
the towns of Huddersfield, Halifax, 
and Bradford, ojffered her an en- 
gagement as his leading actress, 
which she accepted, and resigned it 
at the end of a year. Th^ provmcial 
papers praised her highly ; and in 
1855 Mr. John Hnowles, the man- 
ager of the Manchester Theatre, 
secured her services for three 
seasons, and she drew crowded 
houses. In the summer of 1857 
Mr. Buckstone engaged her for the 
Haymarket Theatre, where she 
made her appearance in Sept., as 
Pauline, in The Lady of Lyons,” 
and on the first night created a 
great sensation, and afterwards ap- 
peared in an original part in " The 


Unequal Match ” Miss Sedgwick 
has acted Lady Macbeth, Juliet, 
Rosalind, Ophelia, Peg Woffington, 
Lady Teazle, and many other cha- 
racters. Her Majesty is one of Miss 
Sedgwick’s hearty admirers, and 
has done her the honour of com- 
manding her to read dramatic selec- 
tions before her. In 1858 she was 
married to W. B. Parkes, Esq, 
M.L., but was left a widow in 1863. 

SEELEY, John Robekt, M.A., 
was bom in London about 1834, 
being a son of Mr. Seeley, the pub- 
hsher of Eleet Street He was 
educated at the City of London 
School, of which he became the 
captain, and thence proceeded to 
Christ’s College, Cambridge. He 
took his B.A. degree in 1857, when 
he was bracketed with three others 
at the head of the first class in the 
classical tripos, and he was also 
Senior Chancellor’s Medallist. In 
July, 1858, he was elected a fellow 
of his college, where he was a lec- 
turer for about two years and a 
Half. He was then appointed prin- 
cipal classical assistant at his old 
school, and held that post until his 
appointment, m 1863, to the Pro- 
fessorship of Latin in University 
College, London. The Queen, on 
the recommendation of Mr. Glad- 
stone, appointed him Professor of 
Modern History at Cambridge, 
Oct. 9, 1869 He was elected to 
a professorial fellowship at Cams 
College, Cambridge, in Oct., 1882. 
Professor Seeley’s chief work, pub- 
lished anonymously in 1865 (though 
1866 is the date on the title page), 
is entitled " Ecce Homo , a Survey 
of the Life and Work of Jesus 
Christ.” It passed rapidly through 
several editions, created great ex- 
citement amongst the members of 
the various Protestant communities, 
and elicited numerous replies. 
Among the Professor’s avowed 
works may be mentioned : — " Clas- 
sical Studies as an Introduction to 
the Moral Sciences,” a lecture, 
1864; "An English Primer; or 
Course of English Instruction for 
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Sohools ” (in collaboration with, the 
Eey. E. A Abbott), 1869; “Lec- 
tures and Essays,” 1870 ; an edition 
of “Livy, with Introduction, His- 
torical Examination, and Notes,” 
the first volume of which, appeared 
in 1871; “Life and Adventures of 
E M. Arndt,” translated, 1879; 
“Life and Times of Stem* or, 
Q-ermany and Prussia in the Na- 
poleonic Age,” 3 vols., 1879 , 
“Natural Eeligion, by the author 
of ^Ecce Homo,* ** 1882 ; and “The 
Expansion of England,** 1883. 

SELBOENE (Earl of). The 
Eight Hon. Eoundbll Palmer, 
second son of the late Eev. William 
Palmer, rector of Mixbury, Ox- 
fordshire, by Dorothea, youngest 
daughter of the late Eev William 
Eoundell, of Gledstanes, Yorkshire, 
was born at Mixbury, Nov. 27, 1812. 
He was educated at Eugby and 
Winchester Schools, and was elect- 
ed in 1830 to an open scholarship 
at Trinity College, Oxford, where 
he graduated, as a first-class in 
classics, in Easter term, 1834, 
having previously gained the Chan- 
cellor’s prize for Latm verse, and 
for the Latin essay in 1831, the 
Newdigate prize for English verse 
in 1832,.and the Ireland scholarship 
in the same year. The subject of 
the Latin verse composition was 
“Numantia,** and of the English 
“ Stafia.** He was elected to a 
Fellowship at Magdalen College, 
and obtained the Eldon Law 
Scholarship in 1834. In 1837 he 
graduated M.A., and was called to 
the bar at Lincoln* s-inn on June 9 
the same year. Having practised 
with great success as a Chancery 
barrister, he was created a Queen’s 
Council in April, 1849, and was 
immediately elected a Bencher of 
his inn. Sir Eoundell Palmer was 
first returned to Parliament as 
member for Plymouth, at the gene- 
ral election of July, 1847, being the 
colleague of Viscount Ebrington. 
He is described in the Parliamentary 
Companion of the day as a “Liberal 
Cpnservative, favcnrable to the ex- 


tension of free trade, but friendly 
to the principle of the Navigation 
Laws , is opposed to the endowment 
of the Eoman Catholic clergy.” 
He represented Plymouth till July, 
1852, when he was not re-elected ; 
but regained his seat in June, 1853, 
and held it till March, 1857, when 
he did not offer himself as a candi- 
date. In July, 1861, though he 
had not a seat in Parliament at the 
time, he was appointed Solicitor- 
Q-eneral in Lord Palmerston’s 
Administration, succeeding Sir 
William Atherton, who was pro- 
moted to be Attorney-General on 
the elevation of Sir Eichard Bethell 
to the Chancellorship as Lord 
Westbury. Sir Eoundell then re- 
ceived the honour of knighthood, 
and he was soon after elected M P. 
for Eichmond, a borough in which 
the Earl of Zetland has paramount 
influence, and which he contmued 
to represent until his elevation to 
the peerage. In Oct , 1863, on the 
death of Sir William Atherton, he 
became Attorney-General, and re- 
tired from office with Lord John 
Eussell’s second Administration in 
June, 1866. On the return of the 
Liberal party to power, under the 
leadership of Mr. Gladstone, in 
Dec., 1868, he was offered the 
Chancellorship, but not being able 
to endorse the policy of the Govern- 
ment in relation to the Irish Church, 
declined taking office Sir Eoun- 
dell Palmer’s views on the Irish 
Church question were embodied at 
the time m a speech addressed by 
him to his constituents at Eich- 
mond. He concurred with the 
Government m recommending the 
disestablishment of the Irish 
Church, but differed from them on 
the question of disendowment. He 
continued, however, to be an inde- 
pendent supporter of Mr. Glad- 
stone’s Cabinet on most of the 
public questions of the day, and 
consented to represent Her Ma- 
jesty’s Government as counsel be- 
fore .the Arbitration Court at 
Geneva in 1871 ♦ He was appointed 
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Lord Chancellor of England, in 
succession to Lord Hatherley, in 
Oct., 1872, on which occasion he 
was raised to the peerage by the 
title of Baron Selborne, of Selborne, 
in the county of Hants. He went 
ont of ofB.ce on the defeat of the 
Liberal party in Feb , 1874. He 
was reappointed Lord Chancellor 
of England on the return of the 
Liberals to office under Mr. Glad- 
stone in May, 1880. In Dec., 1832, 
he was created Viscount Wolmer, 
of Blackmoor, Hampsliire, and Earl 
of Selborne, in the same county. 
At one period his name was much 
associated with the project for 
establishing what has been termed 
a “Legal University and it may 
be remembered that on this sub- 
ject Sir E. Palmer twice moved, 
though he ultimately failed to 
carry, a resolution in the House of 
Commons. He edited the “Book 
of Praise, from the best English 
Hymn-Writers,” published in 1862, 
and in the foUowdng year received 
the honorary degree of D.C.L. 
from the University of Oxford. 
He was elected Lord Eector of the 
University of St. Andrews in Nov., 
1877. In 1878 his lordship pub- 
lished Notes on some Passages in 
the Liturgical History of the Ee- 
forme d Eng lish Church.” 

SELWYN, The Eight Ee v. J ohn 
Eichaedson, Bishop of Melanesia, 
son of the late Dr. George Augustus 
Selwyn, Bishop of Liohfield, bom 
in 1845, was educated at Trinity 
College, Cambridge (B. A 1866, 
M.A. 1870). He was oxurate of St. 
Alrewas, Staffordshire, 1869-70 ; of 
St. George, Wolverhampton, 1870- 
71; and vicar of the last-named 
parish, 1871-72. He entered on 
the Melanesian mission in 1872, 
and in Feb., 1877, became successor 
to Bishop Patteson^ the first Bishop 
of Melanesia, who was consecrated 
in 1861, and murdered in 1871. 

SENIOE, William, joumahst 
and author (“Eedspinner ”), was 
bom in 1838. At an early age he 
became connected with the press. 


and was a popular lecturer at 
Literary and Mechanics^ Institu- 
tions in the south of England In 
1873 he published “Notable Ship- 
wrecks,” which has passed through 
several editions This was followed 
in 1875 by “ Waterside Sketches , ” 
in 1877 by “ By Stream and Sea ; ” 
in 1878 by “ Anderton's Anghng,” 
a novelette ; in 1880 by “ Travel and 
Tront in the Antipodes and in 
1883 by “ Angling in Great Britain,” 
being one of the handbooks issued 
in connexion with the Great Inter- 
national Fisheries Exhibition Mr. 
Senior is a regular contributor to 
periodica] literature. In 1875 he 
accepted a Government appomt- 
ment as editor of the Queensland 
“ Hansard,” and proceeded to that 
colony to start an official daily 
report of the Parliamentary debates. 
This publication, the first of the 
kind ever issued in the Colonies, 
havmg been most successfully 
established, he returned, after five 
years' residence in Queensland, to 
England, and re 3 oined the special 
correspondent staff of the Daily 
News. 

SEEEANO Y DOMINGUEZ, 
Feancisco, Duke de la Torre, Mar- 
shal of Spain, born at San Fer- 
nando, near Cadiz, in 1810, ac- 
quired his mihtary experience m 
the W ar of Independence Devoted 
to the interests of Queen Christine, 
he assisted in bringing about the 
fall of Espartero in 1843. After 
the restoration of the Queen- 
mother, Serrano coalesced with 
Narvaez in the attempts of the 
latter to overthrow Olozaga. 
Shortly after the marriage of 
Queen Isabella, in 1846, he ac- 
quired an influence over the royal 
mind which occasioned differences 
between the King-consort and her- 
self, and caused some scandal. The 
Ministry of the Duke de Soto- 
mayor, which attempted to destroy 
his influence, was overthrown by 
him, while that of M. de Salamanca, 
which he supported, yielded in its 
turn to the storm of public indig- 
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nation wliioli assailed it. After 
this Serrano turned Liberal^ and 
just before the accession to power 
of Narvaez j accepted the Oaptaiiicy- 
G-eneral of Grenada Having been 
implicated in a rismg at Saragossa, 
in 1851, he was exiled, but returned 
during the revolution of July in 
that year, and became an active 
supporter of the O'Donnell-Espar- 
tero Cabinet. In the rupture 
which followed between these two, 
he sided with the former, and 
having been nominated Captain- 
General of New Castile — an ap- 
pointment which placed Madrid m 
his power, — in the coitp d^4tat of 1856 
he played mto G*Donnell^s hands. 
In 1857 he was sent as ambassador 
to Pans ; in 1859 he was appointed 
Director and Colonel-General of 
Artillery ; and in June, 1865, Cap- 
tam-General of Madrid On the 
return to power of Narvaez, 
towards the close of the year 1866, 
Serrano vehemently opposed him in 
consequence of the illegal proroga- 
tion of the Cortes As president 
of the Senate he was delegated, 
together with Seiior Eios Eosas, 
the President of the Chamber of 
Deputies, to present to the Queen a 
protest signed by large numbers of 
the members of both Chambers. 
The Mmistry, however, caused the 
two Presidents and those who 
signed the protest to be prosecuted, 
and Marshal Serrano was confined 
for a brief period in the military 
prison at Ahcante. The revolution 
of Sept., 1868, again brought him 
into prominence. Queen Isabella 
having fled the country and her 
dynasty being proscribed. Marshal 
Serrano hastened to Cadiz on the 
19th, where, in conjunction with 
Prim and Topete, he became the 
principal actor in the revolution 
A few days afterwards the Junta at 
Madrid made him President of the 
Council of Ministers, and nomi- 
nated him Commander-in-Chief of 
the Army, General Prim being 
assigned to the Ministry of War, 
and Admiral Topete to the Minis- 


try of Marine The Cortes, to 
which he was returned by the city 
of Madrid, extended and consoli- 
dated his powers. The monarchial 
form of government having been 
decided upon, Serrano was elected 
l^gent by 193 votes against 15, on 
June 16, 1869, and he continued to 
act in that capacity until Prince 
Amadeo, son of King Victor Em- 
manuel, was prevailed upon to 
accept the Spanish Crown. In 
May, 1872, Marshal Serrano was 
engaged in suppressing the Carlist 
insurrection in Navarre. On Eeb 
27, 1874', he was appointed Presi- 
dent of the Executive Power in 
Spam, and left Madrid to talre 
command of the Army of the 
North. Bilbao was relieved (May 1) 
by the Eepublican forces under 
Marshals Serrano and Concha, who 
compelled the Carlists to abandon 
their intrenchments. Serrano soon 
afterwards returned to Madrid, 
where he^ received a grand ovation 
(May 6). In Dec., 1874, the Mar- 
shal-President betook himself to 
Laserna’s head-quarters at Logroilo, 
with the ostensible object of taking 
arms against the Carlists, but in 
reality to test the loyalty of the 
Northern Army to the Eepublic. It 
had been intimated to him that 
Alfonso, the Prince of the Asturias, 
would be proclaimed King, as in- 
deed he was on the last day of the 
year. Serrano, to preserve ap- 
pearances, thereupon withdrew to 
France, but he was back again at 
Madrid in the course of a month 
(Feb. 1, 1875). He became a mem- 
ber of the new Spanish Senate, and 
in this capacity he refused, on May 
12, 1877, to be a member of the 
Commission charged with the duty 
of presenting to the King the ad- 
dress voted in reply to the royal 
message. In 1882 he propounded 
a programme as the leader of a new 
political party entitled the Dynastic 
Left. Soon after the Cort^ met, 
Serrano made his appearance in 
the Senate and propounded the 
authoritatiye programme of hxs

party. He prof essed Ms loyalty to 
tLe King, thougli he still adhered 
to his preference for the Constitu- 
tion of 1869 over that at present in 
force, wMch dates from 1876. He 
proposed, however, that the change 
he desired should he effected in due 
course of Parliamentary legislation, 
and not by a recurrence to the 
expedient of a Constituent period. 
Marshal Serrano^’s appointment as 
Ambassador in Paris was gazetted 
Nov 14, 1883. 

SERVER PASHA, a^ TurMsh 
statesman, commenced Ms official 
career in the Imperial Divan, and 
after filling the post of CMef of the 
correspondence department in the 
mimstry of war, was appointed 
First Secretary of the Ottoman 
Embassy at Vienna j then in the 
same capacity at Paris j and when 
the Sultan sent Mehemet Kubrisli 
Pasha to St. Petersburg as Am- 
bassador upon the coronation of 
the Emperor Alexander, Server 
Effendi was chosen as principal 
secretary. After the return of 
the Ambassador to Constantinople, 
Server Effendi remained in Russia 
as Charge d" Affaires, and by Ms 
ability and tact succeeded m es- 
tablishing the most friendly rela- 
tions be^een the Cabinet of St. 
Petersburg and the Sublime Porte. 
On his return to Constantinople, 
he was appointed Secretary-G-eneral 
of the Ministry for Foreign Affairs. 
In 1859 he was Imperial Ottoman 
Delegate on the commission for 
settlmg the frontier of Montenegro, 
After this he was successively ap- 
pointed Under-Secretary of State of 
the Ministry of Commerce; then 
President of the Mumeipahty ; Im- 
perial Commissioner in Egypt in 
reference to the Suez Canal; and 
Civil Commissioner in Crete during 
the insurrection of 1867- The im- 
provements carried out by him 
during Ms tenure of office as Mayor 
of Constantinople, 1868-70, caused 
him to be styled the PCaussmann 
of Stamboul.^' On Aug. 31, 1870, 
he was appointed Musteschar of the 


Mimstry for Foreign Affairs, and 
during the three months^ ilhieBS of 
A^ali Pasha was Minister ad %ntenm. 
On the death of A"ali Pasha, Sept. 
6, 1871, Server Effendi was created 
a Muchir by the Sultan, and de- 
finitively appomted Minister for 
Foreign Affairs. Server Pasha pos- 
sessed in an eminent degree all the 
qualifications necessary for tMs 
high post — experience in its special 
duties, a very conciliatory manner, 
a European education, and great 
popularity with the diplomatic body. 
Server Pasha subsequently became, 
in succession. Minister of Public 
Works, Commissary-General for 
carrying out the reforms in Bosnia, 
Governor-General of Herzegovma, 
and President of the first Ottoman 
Senate. He was recalled to the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs, m the 
place of Aarifi Pasha, July 31, 1877. 
He resigned m Feb., 1878, in conse- 
quence of the publication of state- 
ments wMch had been made by 
Mm to the correspondent of the 
Daily News, and which had been 
decided by Mr. Layard, our Am- 
bassador at the Porte, to be in- 
jurious to Great Britain. On Aug 
4 in the same year. Server Pasha 
succeeded Mahmoud Pasha as 
Minister of Justice. 

SER.VIA, Kino of. (See Mi- 
lan I ) 

SEWELL, Elizabeth Missing, 
sister of the Rev. William Sewell, 
was bom in the Isle of Wight in 
1815. She became known as a 
writer of High Church fiction by 
her " Amy Herbert,” 1844. It was 
followed by '^Gertrude, a Tale,” 
and '' Sketches, Three Tales,” 1847 ; 
" Child's History of Rome,” 1849 ; 
"Readings for Lent, from Bishop 
Taylor,” 1851 ; " Experience of 
Life,” "First History of Greece,” 
and "Journal of a Summer Tour on 
the Continent,” 1852 ; " Katherine 
Ashton, a Tale,” 1854; "Ivors,” 
1856 ; " Thoughts for the Holy 
Week for Young Persons,” 1857; 
"Ursula, a Tale of Country Life,” 
"Clove Han, a Tale,” "EarT^ 
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Eaugliter, a Tale/" and ‘^Margaret 
Percival, a Tale/" 1858 j Self- 
Examination before Confirmation/" 
and "‘’History of the Early Church/" 
1859 ; "" Contes FacileS;, from Mod- 
ern French Authors/" 1861 j “■ Dic- 
tation ExerciseSj"" "" Glimpses of 
the World/" “Impressions of Eome^ 
Florence, and Turin/" and "" Eead- 
ings for a Month preparatory to 
Confirmation/" 1862 j “ Grammar 
made Easy/" 1872 j and ""Catechism 
of Grecian History/" 1874 ; Some 
Questions of the Day/" 1875 , 
"" Popular History of France, from 
the Earhest Period to the Death of 
Louis XIY./" 1876 j and "" Private 
Devotions for Young Persons/" 1881 . 

SE YMOUE, Horatio, LL .D, born 
in Onondaga county, Hew York, May 
31, 1810. He was educated at Geneva 
College, and studied law, but soon 
abandoned practice, devoting him- 
self to the care of the large estates 
left by his father and father-in-law 
In 1841 he was elected to the State 
Legislature, and was re-elected three 
times, being Speaker in 1845 , was 
Mayor of Htica in 1842 ; and was, 
in 1852, elected Governor of the 
State of Hew York j but was de- 
feated for re-election in 1854. In 
1862 he was again elected Governor, 
as the Democratic candidate, and 
opposed the general war policy of 
the national government j but when 
the invasion of Pennsylvania took 
place in June, 1863, he promptly 
forwarded more than the quota of 
militia required from the State of 
Hew York. At the expiration of 
his term of service he retired into 
private life, and was not again a 
candidate for public honours until 
July, 1868, when he was, against 
his own wish, nominated by the 
national Democratic Convention for 
President of the United States, but 
was defeated by General Grant. In 
1874 he declined to be a candidate 
for the Office of Senator in Congress, 
although his party having come 
into power, his election woidd have 
been certain. Since that time he 
has positively declined aU nomina- 


tions for public office. If he would 
have accepted the nomination, he 
would probably have been the 
Democratic candidate for the Pre- 
sidency at either of the elections of 
1876 or 1880 . His only publications 
are a few State papers and many 
public addresses, mostly on topics 
connected with agriculture. 

SHAFTESBUEY (Eael of), 
K.G , The EiasT Hon. Anthony 
Ashlet-Coopeb, born in London, 
April 28, 1801, was educated at 
Christ Church, Oxford, where he 
obtained a first-class in classics, in 
1822, graduated M.A. in 1832, and 
was created D C L in 1841. He 
was returned, as Lord Ashley, 
member for Woodstock, in 1826, 
and supported the Governments of 
Liverpool and Canning, and in the 
administration of the Duke of Wel- 
lington was a Commissioner of the 
Board of Control. He was returned 
for Dorchester in 1830, and for Dor- 
setshire in 1831, which county he 
represented till Feb. 1846. He was 
elected one of the members for 
Bath in Aug. 1847, and sat for that 
borough till he succeeded his father 
in the peerage in 1851. He was a 
Lord of the Admiralty in the late 
Sir E. PeeTs administration in 
1834-5 ; and, on the removal from 
the House of Commons of the late 
Mr. Sadler, took charge of the Ten 
Hours Bill. When Sir E. Peel 
again took office in 1841, Lord 
Ashley was invited to join the ad- 
ministration, but refused upon find- 
ing that the Premiers views would 
not permit him to support the 
Ten Hours Bill, In pubhc life his 
lordship has always acted with great 
independence The chief object for 
which he has laboured, in and out of 
Parliament, has been the improve- 
ment of the social condition of the 
labouring classes,- no man having 
taken more pains to inform himself 
of the actual condition of the mass 
of the people in England, and to 
endeavour to ameliorate their con- 
dition. His influence in the Evan- 
gelical party withm the Church of 
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England is considerable. He is 
President of tbe Bible Society^ tlie 
Pastoral Aid Society, and tbe So- 
ciety for the Conversion of the Jews, 
and was formerly President of the 
Protestant Alliance j is a prominent 
member of all those religious so- 
cieties which are founded on an 
evangelical^^ basis, and is an 
active advocate of the abohtion 
of slavery throughout the world. 

SHAIEP, John- Campbell, LL.D., 
was born at Houstoun House, Lin- 
lithgowshire, and educated at Edin- 
burgh Academy, Glasgow Univer- 
sity, and Balliol College, Oxford; 
was appointed by the late Br. 
Tait, Archbishop of Canterbury, an 
Assistant Master of Eugby School ; 
made Professor of Humanity at the 
IFnited College of St. Salvator and 
St. Leonard’s, in the TJniversity of 
St. Andrews, in 1861 ; and appointed 
Principal of the same College m 
1868. In 1877 he was elected by 
Convocation Professor of Poetry in 
the TJniversity of Oxford. Mr. 
Shairp’s worts are, Kihnahoe, 
a Highland Pastoral, with other 
Poems/’ 1864 ; “ Studies in Poetry 
and Philosophy,” 1868 ; Lectures 
on Culture and Eehgion,” 1870, 
“ Life of Principal James Forbes ” 
(personal portion), 1873 , " The 
Poetic Interpretation of Natoe,” 
1877; and ^'Aspects of Poetry,” 
being lectures delivered fiom -the 
Oxford Chair of Poetry, 1881. 

SHAW, Eichard Norman, E.A., 
architect, was bom at Edinburgh 
in 1831. and passed the first seven 
years of his professional life m the 
office of the late Mr. William Bum, 
during which time he worked as a 
student at the Eoyal Academy, 
gaining the silver medal and a spe- 
cial prize of books in 1852. In 1853 
he gained the gold medal, and m 
1854 was elected the travelling 
student for two years. On his 
return he published “Architectural 
Sketches from the Continent ” Sub- 
sequently he was with Mr. George 
E<^und Street for nearly four 
years, and in 1862 began to practise 


on his own account. His first work 
of any importance was Leyes Wood 
in Sussex, executed about 1868. 
This was folloAved by Preen Manor, 
a large house in Shropshire (plan 
exhibited in 1870) ; and Crayside, 
Northumberland, for Sir William 
G. Armstrong (exhibited in 1872). 
Mr Shaw did a great deal of work 
for him from 1862 to 1874. Low- 
ther Lodge, and a red brick house 
for Mr. J. P. Heseltine in Queen’s 
Gate, were executed about the 
same time. Among his other works 
are Pierrepont, neai* Parnham ; Ad- 
cote, near Shrewsbury, perhaps the 
best of his works ; Greenham Lodge, 
near Newbury; a large house called 
“Flete,”near Ivybridge, and the 
“Albert Hall Mansions,” a great 
block of buildings near the Albert 
Hall. Mr. Shaw has also built 
seven large houses on the Chelsea 
Embankment, including “Cheyne 
House,” “Old Swan House,” and 
“The Clock House;” and some 
houses in Cadogan Square. In the 
City he has built “New Zealand 
Chambers ” in 1872 ; Messrs. Mar- 
tin’s Bank in 1877, and a large 
addition to Messrs. Baring Brothers’ 
offices in 1880. He was afterwards 
engaged in building an elaborate 
brick building for the Alliance As- 
surance Company, at the corner of 
Pall Mall and St. James’ Street. 
Mr. Shaw was elected an Associate 
of the Eoyal Academy in 1872, and 
a full member in 1878. 

SBDEBB, William GRBENOuaH 
Thayer, B B.,LL.B., bom at Acton, 
Massachusetts, June 21, 1820. He 
graduated at the TJniversity of 
Vermont in 1839, and at Andover 
Theological Seminary in 1843. He 
was pastor of the Congregational 
Church in Brandon, Vermont, 1844- 
45; Professor of English Literature 
in the TJniversity of Vermont, 
1845-52; Professor of Sacred Ehe- 
toric and Pastoral Theology in the 
Andover Theological Seminary, 
1852-53 ; Professor of Ecclesiastical 
History and Lecturer on Pastoral 
Theology in the same place, 1853- 
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62, pastor of tlie Presbyterian 
Brick Churoli in New York, 1862- 

63 , and Professor of Biblical Liter- 
ature in tbe Union Theological 
Seminary, New York, 1863-74, when 
lie was transferred to the Chair of 
Systematic Theology, which he still 
holds. He has edited the most 
complete collection yet made of the 
works of Samuel Taylor Coleridge, 
1853; Guericke^s^*^ Church History,^^ 
2 vols., 1857, 1870 ; The Confes- 
sions of Augustine,” 1860 , and has 
written: "Outlines of a System of 
EhetoriCj” 1850, "Lectures on 
the Philosophy of History,” 1856 ; 
"Discourses and Essays,” 1856, 
" EKstory of the Christian Doctrine,” 
1863; "Homiletics and Pastoral 
Theology,” 1867 Sermons to the 
Natural Man,” 1871 ; " Theological 
Essays,” 1877 ; " Literary Essays,” 
1878 ; and " Commentary on Ho- 
mans,” 1879 

SHEPPAED, Edoab, M.D., born 
at Worcester in 1820, was educated 
at Bridgenorth Grammar School, 
and King's College, London. He 
was appointed Medical Superm- 
tendent at Colney Hatch Lunatic 
Asylum in 1861, and Professor of 
Psychological Medicine in King's 
College, London, in 1871. He is a 
Fellow of the Koyal College of Phy- 
sicians, and of the Koyal College of 
Surgeons. The Southern Univer- 
sity of America conferred on him 
the honorary degree of D C.L. in 
1873 Dr. Sheppard is the author 
of "A Fallen Faith, or, the Psy- 
chology of Quakerism;” a "Trea- 
tise on the Turkish Bath;” and 

Lectures on Madness.” 

SHEPSTONE, Sir Theophilus, 
K.C.M G., was appointed, in Jan., 
1885, head-quarters interpreter of 
the Kaffir language at the Cape of 
Good Hope, and served on the staff 
during ttie Kaffir war of that year. 
He was also employed in various 
services on the frontier of the Cape 
Colony ; was appointed Captain-in- 
Chief of the native forces in Natal 
in 1848 , Judicial Assessor at Natal 
in 1855 ; Secretary for Native 


Affairs in 1856, member of the 
Executive and Legislative Councils 
of that colony the same year ; pro- 
ceeded on a special mission in 1873 
to crown the King of Zululand ; 
returned to England in Aug., 1874 ; 
and proceeded once more to Natal 
in Sept., 1876, to conduct negotia- 
tions between the Transvaal States 
and the Zulus, which resulted in 
his annexing the coimtry of the 
Transvaal to the British Crown by 
proclamation, dated April 12, 1877. 
He was nominated a Commander 
of the Order of SS. Michael and 
George in 1869, and a Knight Com- 
mander of the same Order m 1876. 

SHEKBKOOKE (Viscount), 
The Kioht Hon Kobert Lowe, 
son of the late Eev. Kobert Lowe, 
rector of Bingham, Notts, by Ellen, 
daughter of the late Kev. Keginald 
Pyndar, rector of Madresfield, Wor- 
cestershire, was born at Bingham 
in 1811, and educated at Winchester 
and at University College, Oxford, 
where he graduated in high honours 
in 1833, was elected Fellow of 
Magdalen in 1834, and became a 
jirivate tutor at Oxford. He was 
called to the bar by the Hon. Society 
of Lincoln's Inn in Jan , 1842, went 
the same year to Australia, where he 
practised with much success as a 
barrister, and sat in the council of 
that colony from 1843 to 1850 ; was 
afterwards elected member for 
Sydney, and returned to England 
in 1851. He was one of the 3 oint- 
secretaries of the Board of Control 
from Dec., 1852, till Feb., 1855 ; 
was appointed Vice-President of the 
Board Qf Trade and Paymaster- 
General in Aug., 1855, retiring on 
the return of Lord Derby to power 
in 1858 , was appointed Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Education Board in 
June, 1859, and resigned in April, 
1864 He has been a member of the 
Senate of the University of London 
since 1866, was returned member for 
Kidderminster in July, 1852, and 
represented that borough till April, 
1859, when he was elected for Caine. 
During the sessions of 1866 and 1867 
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Mr. Lowe was one of the most 
streniions opponents of the Eeform 
Bill, and a collected edition of his 
speeches on the question appeared 
in 1867. In Bec^ 1868, he was 
elected the first representative in 
the House of Commons of the Uni- 
versity of London, and in the same 
month, on the formation of Mr. 
G-ladstone^’s administration, he was 
appointed Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer and a member of the Council 
on Education. He resigned the 
Chancellorship of the Exchequer in 
Aug., 1873, and was appointed to 
succeed Mr Bruce at the Home 
Office. At the same time Mr G-lad- 
stone assumed the Chancellorship 
of the Exchequer, m addition to his 
office of First Lord of the Treasury. 
Mr. Lowe of course went out of 
office with his party in Feb., 1874 
On the return of the Liberals to 
office, in May, 1880, he was raised to 
the peerage by the title of Tiscount 
Sherbrooke. He was created hono- 
rary LL.B of Edinburgh in 1867, 
and honorary B.C.L. of Oxford in 
1870. He married, in 1836, Oeor- 
giana, second daughter of Mr 
George Orred, of Aigburth House, 
Liverpool. 

SHEEIBAN, Gen. Philip 
BLbnbt, bom in Somerset, Ohio, 
March 6, 1831. He graduated at 
the Military Academy at West 
Point in 1853, and served on frontier 
duty in Texas for nearly two years, 
, and in Oregon from 1855 to 1861. 
At the commencement of the civil 
war he was appointed Quartermaster 
of the Army of South-Western Mis- 
souri, and in April, 1862, Chief 
Quartermaster of the Western De- 
partment. In May, 1862, he was 
appointed Colonel of the 2nd 
Michigan Volunteer Cavalry, was 
commissioned Brig.-General of Vo- 
lunteers, July 1, 1862, and, after a 
brief period, was put in command 
of the 11th Division of the Army of 
Ohio. He commanded a division in 
the Army of the Cumberland ; and, 
at the battle of Stone Eiver, Dec. 
31, 1862, saved the army from rout 


by his stubborn resistance. For his 
gallant conduct he was promoted to 
be Major-General of Volunteers. 
In April, 1864, he was called to the 
Army of the Potomac by General 
Grant, put in command of the 
Cavalry Corps, and witliin the 
months of May, June, and July, 
besides protecting the flanks of the 
army and reconnoitring the enemy^s 
position, was successfully engaged 
in eighteen distmct actions. On 
the 4th of Aug , 1864, he was put 
in command of the ^my of the 
Shenandoah, and soon after of the 
Middle Military Division, where he 
gamed several successes over Gene- 
ral Early, for which he was made a 
Brig.-General of the Umted States 
army, and in Hov following was 
made Major-General. He jomed 
General Grant’s Army at City 
Point, from whence he started, 
March 25, 1865, to strike the final 
blow for the overthrow of General 
Lee’s Army of Northern Virginia. 
He fought the battle of Dinwiddie 
Court House, March 31, and that 
of Five Forks, which necessitated 
Lee’s evacuation of Eichmond and 
Petersburg, April 1, and as the 
Army of Northern Virginia fled, he 
constantly attacked and harassed 
them, and compelled their surren- 
der at Appomattox Court House, 
April 9, 1865 He was assigned to 
the command of the Mihtary Divi- 
sion of the South-west, June 3, and 
of that of the Gulf, June 17, 1865. 
Under a new reorganization of the 
Military Districts and Departments, 
he was assigned to the Department 
of the Gulf, Aug. 15, 1866, and in 
March, 1867, to the fifth Military 
District (Louisiana and Texas). 
President Johnson being displeased 
with his administration, transferred 
him. Sept. 12, 1867, to the Depart- 
ment of the Missouri, where he 
continued until March, 1869, when, 
by the promotion of Sherman, he 
became Lieutenant-General, and 
assumed command of Western and 
South-western Military Divisions, 
with his head-quarters at Chicago. 
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SHEBMAlSr, Gten. William 
TecumseHj born at Lancaster^ OMo^ 
Feb. 18, 1820. He graduated at 
the Military Academy at West 
Point in 1840, served in the Flo- 
rida War, in the war with Mexico, 
and elsewhere, until 1853, when he 
resigned his commission. During 
the next four years he was a banker 
in San Francisco , and for the suc- 
ceeding two years a lawyer at 
Leavenworth, Kansas. In 1859 he 
was appointed Superintendent of 
the Louisiana Military Academy, 
but resigned m Jan, 1861, when 
the State seceded from the Union. 
When the civil war commenced, he 
was commissioned as Colonel of a 
regiment of infantry, and com- 
manded a brigade of volunteers at 
the battle of Bull Kun, and was 
made Brigadier-G-eneral of Volun- 
teers. He received his commission 
as Brigadier-G-eneral in the regular 
army in July, 1863 In Oct., 1863, 
he succeeded G-eneral Grant as 
commander of the department of 
the Tennessee. In March, 1864, 
when Grant was made Lieutenant- 
General, Sherman succeeded him 
as commander of the military divi- 
sion of the Mississippi, and organ- 
ized an effective army of 100,000 
men to operate against Gen. J. E. 
Johnston. On May 2, 1864, simul- 
taneously with the advance of 
Gen Grant in the East, Sherman 
entered on the invasion of Georgia, 
and after a number of battles, re- 
ceived the capitulation of Atlanta, 
Sept. 2, 1864. On Nov 14, having sent 
about two-fifths of his force, under 
General Thomas, to repel General 
Hood^s movement into Tennessee, 
he marched southward to the sea, 
■with a force of 60,000 men, in less 
than a month passing over about 
300 miles with has army, without 
any resistance, till he reached Fort 
McAllister, below Savannah, which 
he captured after a brief action 
Dec. 13, Savannah surrendering 
Dec. 21, 1864. He fought two 
battles in North Carolina, March 16 
and 20-21, 1865, occupied Golds- 


boro’, March 22, captured Ealeigh, 
April 13, and received General 
Johnston’s surrender, April 26, 
1865, upon the same teims as had 
been accorded to the army under 
General Lee. The surrender vir- 
tually included all the Confederate 
forces in the field, and brought the 
war of secession to a close. General 
Sherman had been made a Major- 
General in the United States Army, 
Aug. 12, 1864, for his Atlanta cam- 
paign, and after the close of the 
war continued in command of the 
Military Division of the Missis- 
sippi for more than a year. On J uly 
25, 1866, General Grant having 
been promoted to be General of the 
Army, General Sherman was ad- 
vanced to be Lieutenant-General 
and assigned to the command of 
the Mihtary Division of the Missis- 
sippi. On the accession of Gen, 
Grant td the Presidency, March, 
1869, Sherman was made General 
of the Army. In 1871 and 1872 he 
travelled in Europe and the Bast, 
and returning to America made his 
head-quarters at Washington. In 
1874 he removed them to St. Louis, 
but they were afterwards once more 
at Washington. The obligatory 
retirement of General Sherman 
from the command of the Army 
took place on Nov. 1, 1883. He has 
published a full " Narrative of his 
Military Operations,’’ 1876. 

SHIPLEY, Obby, M A., was 
bom July 1, 1832, at Twyford 
House, in the county of Southamp- 
ton, and educated at Jesus College, 
Cambridge. For twenty - three 
years he worked as a clergyman of 
the Church of England j and on 
Oct. 26, 1878, was received into the 
Eoman Catholic Church. He is 
the editor, prior to 1878, of many 
ascetic and devotional works, trans- 
lated from Catholic sources,* of 
three volumes of religious poetry 
from all sources, "Lyra Eucharis- 
tica,” " Messianica,” and "Mys- 
tica;” and of several volumes of 
essays, by various authors, "The 
Church and the World,” "Tracts

SILIilTOE, The Hight Hev.

He 
was curate of Brierly Hill, 1869-71 j 
curate-in-charge of All Saints, 
Wolverhampton, 1871-73 j perpetual 
curate of EUenbrook, 1873-76 ; chap- 
lain at Geneva, 1876-77 j chaplain 
to the British Legation at Darm- 
stadt, 1877-79.

SIMEOHI, His Eminence Gio- 
vanni, an Italian Cardinal, was 
born at Paliano, in the diocese of 
Palestrina, July 23, 1816, and hav- 
ing been ordained priest, he was, 
on account of his sohd learning, 
employed in offices of considerable 
importance. In 1847 he was Auditor 
of the nunciature of Madrid. After 
some years we find him in Home, 
Prefect of Studies in the Pontifical 
Lyceum of the Homan Seminary 
and Protonotary Apostolic parteci- 
pante For many years he was 
Secretary of the Congregation of 
the Propaganda, and as Consultor 
he belongs to the Holy Homan and 
Universal Inquisition, to the Pro- 
paganda for affaii'S of the Oriental 
Hite, to the Council for the Re- 
vision of Provincial Councils and 
for Extraordinary Ecclesiastical 
Affairs When the (Ecumenical 
Council of the Vatican was called, 
Mgr Simeoni was one of the Con- 
suitors for the Commission of Ori- 
ental Churches and hlissions and 
for Ecclesiastical Discipline. The 
diplomatic relations between the 
Holy See and the Court of Spain 
havmg been re-estabhshed in 1875 
his Holmess Pius IX. sent Mgr. 
Simeoni as Huncio to Madrid, hav- 
ing just precognized him Archbish op 
of Chalcedonia. On March 15, 1875, 
Pius IX. created him Cardinal, re- 
serving him in peito, and September 
17 the same year he pubhshed him 
in Consistory. Mgr. Simeoni, havmg 
been created Cardinal, remained in 
the nunciature at Madrid in the 
quality of pro-nuncio, and on the 
death of Cardinal Antonelli,in 1876, 
he was appointed Secretary of State 
to his Holmess Pius IX. — an office 
which he retained until the death 
of that Pontiff — and Prefect of the 
Sacred Apostolic Palaces and the 
Sacred Lauretan Congregation. He 
was succeeded as Secretary of State 
by Cardinal Franchi in March, 
1878, when Pope Leo XIII. ap-

SIMMONS, William Henry, 
engraver, was bom in London, 
June 11, 1811 While a pupil with 
Messrs Pinden he obtained the 
large silver medal of the Society of 
Arts in 1833, for a finished en- 
graving from an original design. 
His principal works are " The Im- 
pending Mate Mated,"^ after P. 
Stone , " The Proscribed Royalist,” 
and '^Rosalind and Celia,” after 
Millais ; ‘■^The Light of the World,” 
after Holman Hunt ; Broken 
Yows,” after Calderon ; “Pirst and 
Second Class,” *'The Yerdict and 
Acquittal,” and others, after A. 
Solomon ; '^NoaVs Sacrifice,” after 
Maclise; '^Mors Janua Yitse,” after 
Paton ; “ Luff, Boy,” after Hook ; 
*'The Back Woods,” ^^His Only 
Pair,” “Baddy’s Coming,” “The 
Last of the Clan,” “The Poor 
Man’s Friend,” and many others, 
after Paed ; “ Both Puzzled,” 

after Erskine Nicol; and “The 
Marriage of the Prince and Princess 
of Wales,” after Frith ; “The Queen 
in the Highlands,” after Landseer ; 
“ A wee bit Fractious,” after Paed; 
“The Sick Monkey,” after Land- 
seer ; Steady Johnny,” Sabbath 
Bay,” after Nichol. 

SIMON, John, C.B., P.R.S., born 
in 1816, became an Honorary Fellow 
of the Royal College of Surgeons in 
1844 ; Medical Officer of the Privy 
Council, Surgeon to St. Thomas’s 
Hospital, and was the first ap- 
pointed Officer of Health to the 
City of London. He was also for 
some time Medical Adviser to the 
Privy Council. He is the author 
of several papers on Physiology, 
Pathology, and Surgery, and of 
reports and other official papers re- 
lating to the sanitary state of the 
people of England. The University 
of Munich, at its 4!(X)th anniversary 
in 1872, conferred upon him the 
honor^y diploma of Boctor of 
Medicine propter prseclarissima 
de sanitate public^ tuend^ atque 
augenda merita.” He was nomi- 


nated a Companion of the Bath in 
May, 1876. The University of 
E<linburgh conferred on him the 
honorary degree of LL.B in 1882. 

SIMON, Jules, a French states- 
man, bom at Lorient (Morbihan) 
Bee. 31, 1814. The name given to 
him by his parents was Jules Fran- 
9ois Simon Suisse, but he adopted 
the name of Simon, and has never 
been known by any other He 
studied first at the little college 
in Lorient, and at another similar 
one at Yannes, after which he en- 
tered, as an assistant teacher, the 
Lycee at Rennes He remained at 
the Normal School for some time, 
was received as Fellow of Philo- 
sophy in 1835, and professed that 
science successively at Caen and 
Yersailles. At the latter place he 
achieved a brilliant success. Yictor 
Cousin, whose earnest disciple he 
was, called him to Paris, and se- 
cured for him a charge at the Nor- 
mal School in that city. For a 
time he was a supplementary lec- 
turer on the History of Philosophy, 
but a year after his arrival in Pans 
he became the principal lecturer. 
In 1839 he succeeded M. Cousin, at 
the request of the latter, in the 
philosophy course, and for twelve 
years had a brilliant career as one 
of the most promising University 
men in France. In 1845 he was 
made a Knight of the Legion of 
Honour. The next year he pre- 
sented himself to the electors of 
Lannion (C6tes-du-Nord) as the 
candidate of the Constitutional 
Left, but he was defeated. In Bee, 
1847, he founded at Paris, in con- 
junction with his University col- 
lea^e, M Amedee Jacques, a 
political and philosophical review 
called La Libert^ de Penser, M. 
Simon edited the political depart- 
ment of this publication After the 
revolution of Feb. 1848, he was 
elected to the Constituent Assembly 
from the department of the C6tes- 
du-Nord. He classed himself with 
the Moderate Left in the Assembly, 
and was appointed a member of 
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the committee on the organisation 
of labour. In March, 181<9, he was 
elected a member of the Council of 
State, and he resigned his seat as 
representative (April) ; but on the 
reconstitution, on the 29th of June, 
by the Legislative Assembly, of the 
first half of that Council, he was 
not retained on it, and consequently 
he found himself removed from 
pubhc life. After the coup d^etat 
M, Simon's course of leetui*es on 
philosophy at the Sorbonne was 
suspended, and as he refused to 
take the oath of allegiance to the 
Empire, it was assumed that he had 
resigned his professorship. In 1863 
he was sent to the Corps L^islatif 
from the 8th circonscription of the 
Seine. He was returned by that 
circonscription and also by the 2nd 
circonscription of the Q-ironde in 
1869, when he elected to represent 
the latter constituency. M. Simon 
soon became the chief of the Re- 
publican party. He ranked high 
as an orator, and in the discussions 
on treaties of commerce he proved 
himself to be an able political eco- 
nomist and an earnest advocate of 
Free Trade. On the formation of 
the G-overnment of National De- 
fence he took the post of Minister 
of Pubhc Instruotion, Public Wor- 
ship, and Fine Arts. After the 
armistice he was sent to Bordeaux 
to see that the decrees relating to the 
elections were carried out in their 
inte^’ity, and not with the modi- 
fications introduced by M. Gam- 
betta. At the elections of Feb. 8, 
1871, M. Simon's candidature failed 
at Paris, but he was re-elected a 
representative of the department of 
the Marne in the National Assem- 
bly. He classed himself among the 
members of the Left, and was chosen 
by M. Thiers to take in the Cabinet 
of Conciliation formed Feb. 19, 1871, 
the portfoho of Public Instruction. 
He held it till May, 1873, when he 
resumed his seat among the mem- 
bers of the Left, who made him 
their President. On Dec. 16, 1875, 
he was elected a Senator for Life. 


In Dec. 1876, M. Dufaure resigned, 
and anew Ministry had to be formed, 
which, according to constitutional 
principles, must rest upon a Par- 
liamentary majority. The President 
sent for M Jules Simon, who became 
Premier, holding, with the Presi- 
dency of the Council, the portfolio 
of the Interior. The cabinet lasted 
till May 16, 1877, when Marshal 
MacMahon sent M. Simon a letter 
which was, m fact, nothing less than 
a dismissal from office M. Simon 
went immediately to the Marshal 
and tendered his resignation, which 
was accepted M. Simon was elected 
a member of the French Academy 
in Nov 1875, in the place of the 
Comte de Eemusat, and was for- 
mally received into that learned 
body June 22, 1876. M. Jules 
Simon vigorously opposed the Bill 
introduced by M. Ferry in 1879 for 
the suppression of the non-autho» 
rized religious"^ congregations. In 
April, 1880, the French Academy 
elected him a member of the new 
Supreme Educational Council, and 
on Nov. 11, 1882, he was elected 
permanent Secretary of the Aca- 
demy of Moral and Political Science, 
in the place of M. Mignet. Among 
his works are : — " Du Commen- 
taire de Proclus sur le Tim4e de 
Platon," 1839, one of his two theses 
for the degree of doctor; “Etude 
sur la Theodicee de Platon et 
d'Aristote," 1840 ; “Histoire de 
Tficole d'Alexandrie,” 2 vols, 1844- 
45, 2nd edit. 1861 , “ Le Devoir," 
1864, “ La Religion Naturelle," 
1856 ; “ La Liberte de Conscience," 
1859 , “ La Liberte," 2 vols, 1859 ; 
“ L'Ouvritue," 1863 ; “L'£cole," 
1864 ; “ Le Travail," 1866 ; “ L'Ou- 
vrier de huit ans," 1867, ^^La 
Politique Radicale," 1868 ; “ La 
Peme de Mort," 1869 ; “ Le Libre- 
Echange,'" 1870 ; “ Souvenirs du 
4 Septembre," 1874 ; “ Le Gou- 
vernement de M Thiers, 8 f^vrier, 
1871—24 mai, 1873," Paris, 1878; 
and “ Dieu, Patrie, Liberty," 1883 ; 
He has also brought out edition'', 
with important introductions, of the 
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philosopHeal works of Descartes^ 
Bossuet, Malebranche, and Antoine 
Arnanld; and lias contributed to 
the Revue des Deux Mondes and 
other periodicals. 

SIMPSON, John Paloeate, born 
in Norfolk early in the century, re- 
ceived Ms education under a private 
tutor and at Corpus GM’isti College, 
Cambridge, where he took the degree 
of B.A., and proceeded M A. in due 
course. He was mtended for the 
Church, but entertaining a great ob- 
jection to taking orders, he travelled 
for many years on the Continent, 
residing at several foreign courts. 
A severe reverse of fortune caused 
him to devote Ms attention to litera- 
ture, and for many years he con- 
tributed to Blackwood and Fmser^s 
Magazines and Bentley^s Miscellany, 
He wrote '' Second Love, and other 
Tales,'^ published in 1846 ; Gisella . 
a Novel,” and Letters from the 
Danube,” in 1847 , '' Lily of Pans, 
or the King's Nurse,” and Pictures 
from Eevolutionary Paris,” in 1848. 
Mr. Simpson returned definitely to 
this country in 1850, and com- 
menced writing for the stage with 
considerable success. He has pro- 
duced about forty pieces of different 
kinds. Hi s best-known dramas are 

The World and the Stage ,* ” 

Second Love,” wMch is very 
popular in the United States, and 
has been translated into several 
foreign languages ; and "^SybiBa, 
or Step by Step.” His latest work 
is a life of Karl Maria von Weber, 
compiled from materials collected 
by the son of the great composer, 
published in 1865. 

SIMPSON, William, was born at 
Glasgow, Oct. 28, 1823. He began 
life as an arcMtect, and then -Mok 
to art. He went through the war 
in the Crimea as an artist, and pub- 
lished sketches in two volumes, 
entitled "Campaign in the East,” 
1866-6. Mr. Simpson travelled in 
India from 1869 to 1862. The 
result was published in a work enti- 
tled, "India, Ancient and Modem,” 
1867. Since 1866 he has travelled 


to Eussia, Palestine, Abyssinia, 
China, Japan, America, India, Af- 
ghanistan, and other places as special 
artist of the Illustrated London News. 
In addition to the works already men- 
tioned, he has published, "Meeting 
the Sun, a Journey all round the 
World,” 1873 , " Shikare and Ta- 
niasha,” 1876 ; " Photographs from 
Drawings of the Prince of Wales's 
Visit to India,” and Picturesque 
People,” 1876. Mr. Simpson is a 
member of the Institute of Painters 
in Water Colours. 

SIMS, George Egbert, was born 
in London Sept. 2, 1847, and edu- 
cated at Hanwell College, and after- 
wards at Bonn. He first joined the 
staff of Fun on the death of Tom 
Hood the younger in 1874 , and the 
Weekly Dispatch the same year 
Since 1877 he has been a contributor 
to the Referee under the pseudonym 
of Dagonet.” In that newspaper 
Ms "Dagonet Ballads” first ap- 
peared. To the Dispatch Mr. Sims 
contributed " Social Kaleidoscope,” 
"Three Brass Balls,” and "Theatre 
of Life” These have been trans- 
lated into German, French, and 
Danish He edited One and All in 
1879 He produced Ms first play, 
"Crutch and Toothpick,” at the 
Eoyalty Theatre in Apnl, 1879,* 
" Mother-in-Law,” 1881; "Member 
for Slocum,” 1881. These were 
followed by "The Gay City,” and 
^'Half-Way House,” "The Lights 
o' London” (Princess's, Sept. 10, 
1882), wMch ran nearly 250 nights. 
It was followed by " The Eomany 
Eye,” and " The Merry Duchess,” 
a comic opera. 

SIMS, Eichard, born at Oxford, 
in 1816, was educated at New College 
School in that university, and, at 
the recommendation of the late 
Eev. Dr. Bliss, of Oxford, entered 
the public service in 1841 as an 
attendant in the Manuscript De- 
partment at the British Museum. 
In 1859, he became a Transcriber, 
and subsequently a Junior Assistant. 
On the accession of Mr. Bond to 
the KeepersMp of Manuscripts, in 
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1868, lie was further promoted to 
the class of Senior Assistants in the 
same department. In 1849 he pub- 
lished an Index to the Heralds' 
Visitations j" in 1854, "A Handbook 
to the Library of the British Mu- 
seum;" in 1856, '^A Manual for 
the G-enealogistj Topographer, Anti- 
quary, and Legal Professor;" in 
1855, in conjunction with Mr. F. 
Hetherclift, 3un., the Autograph 
Miscellany , " in 1860-61, “ The 
Handbook to Autographs . being a 
Beady G-uide to the Handwriting of 
Distinguished Men and Women of 
every Nation," and in 1864-5, "The 
Autograph Souvenir." Mr Sims 
has been for some time engaged in 
preparing for the press "A Classical 
Catalogue of Manuscripts relatmg to 
British Heraldry and Topography, 
deposited m the Public, and many 
of the Private Libraries of the King- 
dom," as well as a second edition of 
the afore-mentioned " Index to the 
Heralds' Visitations.” 

SKEAT, The Bey. Walter Wil- 
liam, M. A., born in London, Nov. 21, 
1835, was educated at King's Col- 
lege School ; at Sir B. Chohnelejr's 
School, Highgate ; and at Christ's 
College, Cambridge, where he gradu- 
ated B.A. in 1858, being 14th 
Wrangler. He was elected Fellow 
of his college in July, 1860 , became 
Curate of East Dereham, Norfolk, 
in Dec. 1860 ; Curate of G-odalming, 
Surrey, in Dec. 1862 ; Mathematical 
Lecturer at Christ's College in Oct. 
1864 ; he is also English Lecturer at 
Christ's College. He was elected to 
the recently founded Elrington and 
Bosworth Professorship of Anglo- 
Saxon, in the University of Cam- 
bridge, May 15, 1878; and to a 
Fellowship at Christ's College in 
Jan. 1883. Mr. Skeat, who has 
chiefly devoted his attention to 
Early English literature and Eng- 
lish etymology, has published •

1867 ; " The Bomance of William 
of Palerne ; or, WiUiam and the 
Werwolf," 1867; "The Lay of 
Havelok the Dane," 1868, "The 
Bruce ; by Master John Barbour," 
3 parts, 1870-77, "Joseph of Ari- 
mathie , or. The Bomance of the

Astrolabe, <fcc. In a new edition of 
Chatterton’s Poems, he has finally 
settled the question of the authen- 
ticity of the so-called Bowley Poems, 
by showing the precise sources from 
which Chatterton obtained the old 
words which abound in them The 
well-known Anglo-Saxon scholar, 
the late J. M. Kemble, having com- 
menced an edition of the Anglo- 
Saxon Gospels, exhibiting all the 
readings of all the extsmt MSS., 
which he unfortunately did not hve 
to complete, Mr. Skeat was chosen 
by the Syndics of the Cambridge 
University Press to continue and 
complete the work. In 1873, with 
the help of others, Mr. Skeat started 
the English Dialect Society, for the 
record and preservation of pro- 
vincial English words, of winch 
Society he was the Director for four 
years. In the course of 1873 and 
1874, six works were published for 
this Society, five of which were 
edited by him For the Oxford 
press, he has edited several of Chau- 
cer's Canterbury Tales, a portion of

volumes of Specimens of English 
Literature ; two of them in conjunc- 
tion with Dr. Morris ; also, for the 
same press, the "Gospel of St. Mark 
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in Gothic,” an ^^Etymological Eng- 
lish Dictionary’ ’ (his chief work) , and 
an abridgment of the same entitled a 
“ Concise Etymological Dictionary.” 
His various works have greatly con- 
tributed to the increased interest 
which is now taken m the intelligent 
study of our older literature. 

S E E hr E, William Fobbes, 
second son of James Skene, of 
Rubislaw, Aberdeenshire, by his 
wife Jane, daughter of Sir William 
Forbes of Pitsligo, Baronet, was 
born at Inverie, Kincardineshire, 
June 7, 1809, and educated at the 
High School of Edinburgh He 
then studied for a year and a half 
in Germany, and a session at each 
of the Dniversities of Edinburgh 
and St. Andrews. He afterwards 
entered the legal profession as a 
Writer to the Signet. Mr. Skene 
is Secretary to the Royal Institu- 
tion for the Promotion of the Fme 
Arts ; has fiUed the office of Yice- 
President of the Royal Society of 
Edinburgh, of the Cambrian Arohse- 
ologioal Society, and of the Society 
of Antiquaries of Edinburgh, and 
had the honorary degree of LL.D. 
conferred upon him by the Univer- 
sity of Edinburgh, and that of 
D.C.L. by the University of Oxford 
(1879). In 1881 he was appointed 
Her Majesty’s Bbstoriographer for 
Scotland in the room of the late 
Dr. Hill Burton. He has written 
the following works, besides papers 
read to the above societies, and 
published in their Proceedmgs;

‘John of For dun’s Chronicles of 
the Scottish Nation,” 2 vols., 1871 ; 


Celtic Scotland, a History of An- 
cient Alban,” — vol. i., History 
and Ethnology,” 1876, vol. li , 
Church and Culture,” 1877, vol. 
iii , Land and People,” 1880. 

SLOPER, Lindsay E H , musi- 
cal composer and pianist, born in 
London, June 14, 1826, although 
not intended by his parents to 
become a professor, was allowed to 
follow the bent of his inclination j 
and, after studying diligently under 
Moscheles for some years, went to 
Frankfort, in order to profit by the 
instructions of Herr Aloys Schmitt, 
a well-known professor and teacher. 
From Frankfort he proceeded to 
Heidelberg, and studied harmony 
and counterpoint under Herr Charles 
Yollweiller, an eminent theorist, 
whose sole pupil he was at that 
time. Mr. Lindsay Sloper repaired 
to Pans in 1841, and, during a long 
residence in that capital, obtained 
a well-merited reputation, both as 
a writer and as a pianoforte player. 
He returned to London in 1846, and 
appeared with great success at one 
of the Matindes of the Musical Union. 
Of late years, like many of his brother 
professors, he has chiefly devoted his 
time to the laborious duties of 
tmtion, though he is occasionally 
heard at morning concerts during 
the season, and has published some 
compositions for the pianoforte. 

SMILES, Samuel, born at Had- 
dington, Scotland, in 1816, was edu- 
cated for the medical profession, and 
practised for some time as a surgeon 
at Leeds , but abandoning medicine, 
he succeeded the late Mr. Robert 
Nicol as editor of the Leeds Times 
He became, in 1845, secretary of the 
Leeds and Thirsk Railway, whence, 
after a temporary engagement, he 
transferred his services, about 1852, 
to the South-Eastern Railway, from 
which he retired in 1866. The Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh conferred on 
him the honorary degree of LL.D. 
in 1878. He has written '' Physical 
Education; or. Nature of Children,” 
1837 ; ’ " History of Ireland,” pub- 
lished whilst he was at Leeds ; 
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Eailway Propertyj its Conditions 
and Prospects/" 1849, “Life of 
George Stephenson/" of whicli tlie 
fifth edition appeared in 185S j “ Self- 
Help , with illustrations of Character 
and Conduct/" 1860, “Workmen"s 
Earnings, Strikes, and Wages,"" 
1861 , “ Lives of Engineers, with an 
account of their Works,"" 1862 , “In- 
dustrial Biography,"" 1863: “Lives 
of Boulton and Watt,"" 1865, “The 
Huguenots : their Settlements, 
Churches, and Industries in Eng- 
land and Ireland/" 3rd edit, 1869, 
“Character/" a companion volume 
to “ Self-Help,"" 1871 , “The Hugue- 
nots m Prance after the Revocation 
of the Edict of Hantes : with a Visit 
to the Country of the Vaudois,"" 
1874, “George Moore, Merchant 
and Philanthropist,"" 1878 “Life 
of Robert Dick (Bier of Thurso), 
Geologist and Botanist,"" 1878 j 
“ Duty, with illustrations of Courage, 
Patience, and Endurance,"" 1880 ; he 
also edited the Autobiography of 
Mr James Hasmyth, 1883. He has 
been a constant contributor to the 
Quarterly Review and other periodi- 
cals. 

SMITH, Benjamin Leigh, was 
bom March 12, 1828, and educated 
at Jesus College, Cambridge, where 
he graduated as a Wrangler in 1852. 
He was called to the Bar by the 
Inner Temple m 1856. Mr. Smith is 
made five voyages to the Arctic 
regions. He visited them first in 
1871, m the Samson^ when he sailed 
to the north-east of Spitzbergen, 
reached latitude 81° 21", and added 
greatly to the land known in that 
direction j secondly, in 1872, in the 
Samson, to the north of Spitzbergen , 
thirdly, in 1873, with the Diana 
steamer and Samson, again to Spitz- 
bergen, when he relieved the Swedish 
Expedition, for which he received 
the Order of the North Star from 
the King of Sweden In these three 
voyages he took deep-sea tempera- 
tures, which added much to the 
knowledge of the Gulf Stream, and 
estabhshed the fact of warm under- 
currents fiowing beneath surface- 


water of a much lower temperature. 
In 1880 he built the steamer Mira, 
and again went north. After at- 
tempting to reach the east coast of 
Greenland, and to pass to the north- 
east of Spitzbergen, he returned to 
the south of Spitzbergen , and steam- 
ing east, and then north, through 
much ice, reached Franz Josef Land, 
on Aug. 14 , and then, going to the 
west, he discovered many islands, 
and over 200 miles of new coast line. 
In 1881 he again started in the Mira 
for Franz Josef Land, which he 
reached on July 21, but unfortu- 
nately the El) a was ciushed in the 
ICC on Aug 21, and sank before 
many stores were saved The crew 
built a hut of turf and stones, where 
they wintered, living mostly on 
bears and walrus. On June 21, 
1882, they left in four boats, and 
reached Nova Zembla on Aug. 2. 
The next day they fell in with the 
Willem Barents and the Hope, which 
had been sent to their relief, and 
they arrived at Aberdeen on boai‘d 
the Hope on Aug. 20. Mr. Smith 
received a Gold Medal of the Pans 
Geographical Society in 1880 , and 
a Gold Medal of the Royal Geo- 
graphical Society in 1881. 

SMITH, Charles Roach, F.S A., 
born at Landguard Manor, in the Isle 
of Wight, early in the century, has 
written “Collectanea Antiqua,"" 6 
vols , 184*8-66 j “ The Antiquities 
of Richborough, Reculver, and 
Lymne," 1850, with supplements on 
Lymne and Pevensey, 1852-8 ; Il- 
lustrations of Roman London,"" a 
work based on the author’s personal 
researches made during his resi- 
dence in the City of London, when 
he formed the collection of local 
antiquities described in his “ Illus- 
trated Catalogue of the Museum of 
London Antiquities,"" 1854 This 
collection was transferred to the 
British Museum in 1850. Mr. Roach 
Smith’s earliest antiquarian papers 
were printed in the “ Archseologia ; "" 
and he contributed to the earlier 
volumes of the British Archseologi- 
cal Association, and to the Gentle- 
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man’s Magazine, in wliicli lie wote 
the monthly article called Anti- 
quarian Notes With Mr. T. 
Wright he founded the British 
Archaeological Association^ the fore- 
runner of the numerous Archaeolo- 
gical societies. In 1856 he edited 
the Inventorium Sepulchrale ” of 
Bryan Faussett. Mr Boach Smith 
has devoted much attention to pom- 
ology, and especially to the culture 
of the vine in the open ground, 
and in 1863 he published a pamph- 
let, which had a large circulation. 
On the Scarcity of Home-grown 
Fruits in Great Britain, with re- 
medial suggestions"^ (2nd edit., 
1S6S). In 1868 was printed pri- 
vately '"Eemarks on Shakespeare, 
his Birthplace,"" &o , and in 1870 
was published " The Eural Life of 
Shakespeare, as illustrated by his 
Works"" Mr Eoaeh Smith also 
published a Catalogue of the Anglo- 
Saxon antiquities discovered at 
Faversham, Kent, and bequeathed 
to the South Kensington Museum 
by Mr. Gibbs. 

SMITH, Georoe Barnett, 
F.B.G S., was bom at Ovenden, 
near Halifax, Yorkshire, May 17, 
181-1, and educated at the British 
Lancasterian School, Hahfax At 
a very early age he began to write 
poems and sketches, and to contri- 
bute to the local press. In March, 
1864, he came to London for the 
purpose of pursuing a journalistic 
and literary career. He was first 
engaged on the staff of the Cflole 
newspaper, and afterwards for eight 
years on that of the Echo, He 
contributed to the Edinburgh Review 
important articles on " The Works 
of Thackeray,"' "Eecent Editions 
of Moli^re," " English Fugitive 
Poetry,"" and other subjects. Mr. 
Smith has contributed a great num- 
ber of literary, critical, and bio- 
graphical articles to the OornhiU 
Magazine, and has likewise contri- 
buted to the ^^Encyclopaedia Bri- 
tanniea,""the Fortnightly Bud. British 
Quarterly Reviews, and Fraser’s 
and Macmillan’s Magazines, He 


is also a contributor to the Times 
and the Academy, His first pub- 
hshed work was a volume of 
poems, 1869; followed by "Poets 
and Novelists," a series of literary 
studies, 1875 ; and " Shelley . a 
critical Biography/^ 1877. In 1879 
was published his "Life of Mr. 
Gladstone," a work which has at- 
tained great popularity. Two years 
afterwards appeared the companion 
work, "The JLife of Mr. Bright," 
which was also very favourably re- 
ceived. Mr. Barnett Smith has 
edited, with introductions and 
notes, a work entitled " Illustrated 
British Ballads," in two volumes. 
He IS also the author of two novels, 
one of which was pubhshed in the 
Manchester Examiner in 1881. His 
" Half-Hours with Famous Ambas- 
sadors" appeared in 1883. It may 
be added that Mr. Barnett Smith 
IS also known for his artistic talent. 

SMITH, George Vance, Philos, 
and Theol. Doct , was educated 
tor the Nonconformist ministry, 
at Manchester New College, was 
afterwards Professor of Theology in 
the same College , then minister of 
St Saviourgate Chapel, York, and 
IS at present Principal of the Pres- 
byterian College, Carmarthen. He 
is the author of various works, in- 
cluding "The Bible and Popular 
Theology,"" 3rd edition, 1871 , "The 
Spirit and the Word of Christ," 
2nd edition, 1874. He is a member 
of the Company for the revision of 
the New Testament, and has been 
so from the formation of the Com- 
pany, in May, 1870. 

SMITH, Goldwin, LL D., M.A,, 
was born at Beading, Berkshire, 
Aug 13, 1823, and educated at 
Eton and Oxford. He gained, in 
1842, the Hertford Scholarship, 
and in 1846 the scholarship founded 
by Dean Ireland. In the latter 
year he graduated B.A. as first 
class in cl^sics, and subsequently 
he proceeded to the degree of M.A. 
He gained the Chancellor's prizes 
for Latin Verse (1845) ; for the 
Latin Essay (1846) -on "Qusenam 
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fuerit Mulierum apud veteres 
G-rsecos conditio ? ” , and for tlie 
English Essay (18“J!7), the subject 
being “The Political and Social 
Benefits of the Eeformation in 
England.” In 1817 he was elected 
a Fellow of University College, 
where he acted for some time as 
tutor ; and in the same year he was 
called to the bar at Lincoln's Inn, 
but he has never practised law. 
Mr. Smith early became noted for 
his advanced Liberal views, and in 
1850 he was appointed by the Go- 
vernment of the day Assistant- 
Secretary of the Eoyal Commission 
that was charged with the duty of 
inqujLring into the state, studies, 
discipline, and revenues of the 
University of Oxford He was also 
Secretary to the second Oxford 
Commission, which effected many 
alterations in the constitution and 
government of the Umversity, He 
was hkewise a member of the 
Popular Education Commission ap- 
pointed in 1858. The same year he 
was appointed to the Eegius Pro- 
fessorship of Modern History at 
Oxford, and he held this chair till 
1866. Professor Smith was a promi- 
nent champion of the American 
Federal Government during the 
Civil War, when he wrote “ Does the 
Bible sanction American Slavery?” 
1863, “On the Morality of the 
Emancipation Proclamation,^^ 1863 , 
and other pamphlets on the same 
subject. In 1864 he visited the 
United States on a lecturing tour. 
He met with an enthusiastic recep- 
tion, and the Brown University 
conferred upon him the honorary 
degree of LL.D. On his return he 
published “ England and America,” 
1865, and “The Civil War in 
America,” an address read at a 
meeting of the Manchester Union 
and Emancipation Society (1866). 
In Nov., 1868, he settled m the 
United States as Professor of Eng- 
lish and Constitutional History in 
the Cornell University at Ithaca, 
Hew York. This post he occupied 
till 1871, when he removed to i 


Canada, where he became a mem- 
ber of the Senate of the University 
of Toronto. He was for some time 
editor of the Canadian Monthly 
(1872-74), and is now the owner and 
editor of the Bystander. He has 
recently visited England, but has 
now returned to Canada. In ad- 
dition to the works mentioned 
above, he is the author of contri- 
butions to the “Anthologia Oxon- 
iensis,” “An Inaugural Lecture,” 
1859 , “ On some supposed conse- 
quences of the doctrine of historical 
progress,” a lecture, 1861; “Ea- 
tional Eeli^on and the rational- 
istic objections of the Bampton 
Lectures for 1858,^^ which had been 
delivered by Dean Mansel, 1861 , 
“The Study of History,” 2 lectures, 
1861 ; “ The Foundation of the 
American Colomes,^' a lecture, 1861 ; 
“Irish History and Irish Charac- 
ter,” 1861 ; “ The Empire. A 
Series of Letters published m the 
J)a%ly News, 1862, 1863,” Oxford, 
1863 ; “ A Plea for the Abohtion of 
Tests in the University of Oxford,” 
1864 ; “ A Letter to a Whig Mem- 
ber of the Southern Independence 
Association,” 1864: “Three English 
Statesman (Pym, Cromwell, Pitt): 
a course of lectures on the Pohtic^ 
History of England,.” 1867; “The 
Experience of the American Com- 
monwealth” in “Essays on Ee- 
form,” 1867 ; “ The Eeorgamzation 
of the University of Oxford,” 1868 ; 
“ The Irish Question,^' being three 
letters to the Editor of the Daily 
News, 1868; “The Eolations be- 
tween America and England. A 
reply to the late speech of Mr. 
Sumner,” 1869 ; “ A Short History 
of England down to the Eeforma- 
tion,” 1869 ; “ Wniiam Cowper,” 
1880 ; and “ The Conduct of Eng- 
land to Ireland,” 1882. 

SMITH, The Eev. Isaac Gbe- 
OOBT, was bom Hov. 21, 1826, at 
Manchester, being fourth son ojp 
the Eev. Jeremi^ Smith, D.D., 
High Master of the Free Grammar 
School, and Sector of St. Anne's, 
Manchester. He was educated at 
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Eugby and Trinity College, Oxford ; 
was elected Hertford University 
Scholar in 1846, Ireland University 
Scholar in 1847, Fellow of Brase- 
nose College in 1848 He was 
appointed Hector of Tedstone Dela- 
mere, Herefordshire, in 1854 , Pre- 
bendary of Hereford Cathedral, in 
1870; Yicar of Great Malvern, in 
1872; and Bampton Lecturer at 
Oxford, in 1872 He is the author 
of Faith and Philosophy, 1867 , 

Epitome of the Life of Our Sav- 
iour,^" 1867 ; " The Silver Bells,^' 
1869 , “ Fra Angelico and other 
Poems,"" 1871 ; and of articles on 
Monasticism in Dr. Smith"s Hew 
Dictionary of Christian Antiquities. 

SMITH, James Hicks, born in 
1821, is the third son of the late 
Eev. Jeremiah Smith, D D., High 
Master of the Manchester Grammar 
School, and Eector of St. Anne’s, 
Manchester, and is the brother of 
the Eev. Isaac Gregory Smith. At 
seventeen years of age Mr. Smith 
went to India, and, after five years 
spent in Calcutta as book-keeper in 
a mercantile firm, he returned to 
England, and subsequently was 
called to the bar He has pub- 
lished "Brewood, a re^sum^. His- 
torical and Topographical,"" 1867, 

Eeminiscenees of Forty Years,"" 
1868 ; " The Parish in Bastory, and 
in Church and State,"" 1871, second 
series, 1876 ; " Collegiate and other 
Ancient Manchester,"" 1877. 

SMITH, The Eev. Joseph Den- 
ham, bom at Eomaey, Hants, about 
1816, having been educated at the 
Dublin Theological Institution, en- 
tered the ministry of the Congrega- 
tional Dissenters m 1837 ; became 
minister of the Congregational 
Church at Kingstown, near Dub- 
lin, in 1849, and took the lead in 
the Eevivalist movement in that 
part of Ireland. He wrote " Ohver 
Cromwell; or, England Past and 
Present;"" '*The Ehine and the 
Eeformation ; or, Europe Past and 
Present,"" pubhshed in 1852 ; “ Con- 
nemara, and an account of its Pro- 
testant Eeformation,"" in 1853 ; “ A 


Voice from the Alps , or, the Val- 
leys of the Vaudois, with Scenes 
by way of Lands and Lakes histori- 
cally associated,"" in 1854 , '^Win- 
nowed Gram ; Selections from Ad- 
dresses,"" in 1862 , and " Life 
Truths,"" in 1866. In 1863 a mag- 
nificent edifice for religious wor- 
ship, entitled Merrion Hall, of 
which Mr. Smith is the prmcipal 
minister, was opened in Dublin 
SMITH, The Eight Hon Sie 
Montagu Edwabd, eldest son of 
the late Mr. Thomas Smith, of 
Bideford, Devon, born in 1809, and 
educated at the Grammar-school at 
Bideford, was called to the bar at 
the Middle Temple in 1835, and 
was made a Queen’s Counsel in 
1852. He was one of the members 
in the Liberal Conservative interest 
for Truro from April, 1859, till 
Feb., 1865, when he was appointed 
Judge of the Court of Common 
Pleas, and received the honour of 
knighthood. In Hov., 1871, he 
was appointed to act as one of the 
Judici^ Committee of the Privy 
Council under the provisions of the 
Act passed m the previous session 
In Dec., 1877, he was appointed a 
member of "The Universities Com- 
mittee of the Privy Council/" in 
accordance with the provisiohs-^ 
"The Universities of Oxford and 
Cambridge Acts "" 

SMITH, Egbert Angus, F.E S., 
F.O S., Ph. Doctor, born near Glas- 
gow, Feb. 15, 1817, was educated at 
Glasgow, and studied chemistry at 
Giessen, under Liebig, from 1839 
till 1841. Assisting Dr. Playfair, 
he laboured on the sanitary condi- 
tion of towns in Lancashire, and 
whilst practising as a professional 
chemist, has written numerous 
papers relating to the condition of 
the air. His report to the British 
Association, in 1848, on the Air and 
Water of Towns, gave a great im- 
pulse to the question at that time, 
and a paper on the Air of Towns in 
the Chermcal Society's Journal of 
1858, first produced data establish- 
ing the difference of the town and 
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country air wherever found. Hav- 
ing been appointed by the Royal 
Mines Commission to inquire into 
the state of the atmosphere in 
metalliferous mines^ he drew up a 
very valuable report^ which con- 
tains analyses of the air of mines, 
and the variations from pure air. 
It was followed by an Inquiiy into 
the Action of Carbonic Acid on the 
Circulation of the Blood, by experi- 
ments made in an air-tight cham- 
ber, and, in 1864, by a memoir on 
the Constitution of the Atmo- 
sphere, including an inquiry into 
the air on hills, in valleys, and 
other situations. In conjunction 
with Mr. McDougall, he examined 
the action of disinfectants, and 
especially recommended carbolic or 
phenic acid, pure or in tar-oilj 
and this has been extensively used 
since that period, in various forms, 
in this and other countries. He 
was elected F.R.S.in 1857, and was 
some time President of the Literary 
and Philosophical Society of Man- 
chester. His special inquunes into 
the quality of the air of towns 
when polluted by gases from manu- 
factures, led to his appointment by 
the Board of Trade, under the 
Alkali Act of 1863, as Inspector- 
General of Alkali works for the 
United Kingdom. The honorary 
degree of LL.D. was conferred 
upon him by the University of 
Edinburgh in 1882. He has written 
a Life of Dalton, and Bbstory of 
the Atomic Theory up to his Time,” 
official reports to the Board of 
Health, and to the Royal Society 
on the Absorption of Gases, various 
memoirs on the Arts in Ure and 
Hunt's "Hew Dictionary of ij?ts 
and Sciences,” and by desire of the 
Royal Cattle Plague Commission, 
a Memoir on the Action of Disin- 
fectants generally ; a volume on 
Disinfection, a Search for Solid 
Bodies in the Air, and three later 
investigations on the Salts and Or- 
ganic Bodies in Air. He calls the 
subject a new branch by the name 
of Chemical Climatology.” His 


work entitled " Air and Rain : the 
Beginnings of a Chemical Climat- 
ologj/' appeared in 1872. He 
wrote Part I of " A Study of Peat,” 
was appointed along with Robert 
Rawlinson, C.B., Inspector under 
the Rivers Pollution Act for Eng- 
land, and afterwards for Scotland 
also. He has wiitten arohasologi- 
cal papers on Scottish and Ice- 
landic subjects, after holiday in- 
quiries, and a book on the early 
history of Scotland, entitled " Loch 
Etive and the Sons of Uisnach.” 
He has published seventeen annual 
reports on Alkali works, most of 
them containing investigations on 
the atmosphere. In 188^2 he pub- 
lished the first report under the 
Rivers Pollution Prevention Act, 
containing investigations on water 
and drainage, and has just written 
a volume on " Science m Early 
Manchester.” He lives in Man- 
chester 

SMITH, The Yert Rev. Robert 
Patite, D.D , Dean of Canterbmy, 
born in Gloucestershire, in Hov., 
1818, was educated at Pembroke 
College, Oxford, of which he was 
scholar, and where he graduated, 
with second-class honours, in 1841, 
and obtained the Boden (Sanscrit) 
and the Pusey and Ellerton (He- 
brew) University Scholarships In 
the dischai'ge of his duty as Under- 
Librarian of the Bodleian, he pub- 
lished, in a quai’to volume, an 
elaborate Latin Catalogue of the 
Syriac MSS., belongmg to that 
library , has edited and translated 
the Commentary of St Cyril of 
Alexandi'ia upon the Gospel of St. 
Luke — extant only in Syriac — 
from the MSS brought to this 
country by Archdeacon Tattam ; 
and has translated the curious 
ecclesiastical history of John of 
Ephesus, in the same collection of 
MSS. Dr. Smith is engaged in 
preparing, for the Delegates of the 
Oxford Press, a Syriac lexicon, 
based on that of CasteUi, but a 
much larger work, and one that 
cannot fail greatly to aid Biblical 
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criticism. The first part was pub- 
lished in 1868^ and the fourth in 
1877. Six more parts will com- 
plete the work. He is known as a 
profound Hebraist^ and an excel- 
lent Arabic scholar j and his " Mes- 
sianic Interpretion of the Pro- 
phecies of Isaiah/' pubhshed in 
1862, affords proof of his erudition. 
In 1869 he pubhshed a course of 
JBampton Lectures upon "Prophecy 
as a Preparation for Christ." He 
has contributed a commentary on 
Jeremiah to the large work appear- 
ing under the auspices of the late 
Speaker Hr. Smith was ap- 
pointed, m Aug., 1865, to succeed 
Dr. Jacobson as Eegius Professor 
of Divinity in the University of 
Oxford, on the advancement of the 
latter to the bishopric of Chester , 
and in Jan., 1871, was raised to the 
Deanery of Canterbury, vacant by 
the death of Dr H. Alford. 

SMITH, WiLniAM,LL.D ,D.C.L., 
late Classical Examiner m the 
University of London, bom in 
London, in 1813 j received his edu- 
cation at that university, where he 
gained the first prizes in the Latin 
and G-reek classes j was intended 
for the bar, and kept the usual 
terms at Gra3r's Inn j but aban- 
doned the profession of the law for 
the study of classical hterature. 
The Dictionary of Greek and 
Boman Antiquities,” edited by him, 
commenced in 1840, was completed 
in 1842, followed by the "Dic- 
tionary of Greek and Eoman Bio- 
graphy and Mythology,” com- 
menced in 1843 and concluded in 
1849, and by the "Dictionary of 
Greek and Eoman Geography,” 
commenced in 1852 and finished in 
1857. These three works form an 
Enoyclopaadia of Classical Anti- 
quil^. In addition to his editorial 
duties connected with these publi- 
cations, he contributed some of 
the most valuable articles in the 
volumes. In 1850 Dr. Smith com- 
menced the publication of his 
" School Dictionaries ; ” concise 
but comprehensive summaries, for 


the benefit of less advanced scho- 
lars, of his more voluminous publi- 
cations, consisting of " A Classical 
Dictionary of Mythology, Bio- 
graphy, and Geography ; ” "A 
Smaller Classical Dictionary,” 
abridged from the precedmg work , 
"A Smaller Dictionary of Anti- 
quities,” Each of these works 
has gone through many editions. 
In 1853 Dr. Smith was appointed 
Classical Examiner in the Univer- 
sity of London, which office he 
held till 1869, when he was ap- 
pointed a member of the Senate of 
the University In 1853 he com- 
menced the useful series of " Stu- 
dent’s Manuals,” by the publica- 
tion of a " School History of Greece 
from the Earliest Times to the 
Eoman Conquest, with chapters on 
the History of Literature and Art.” 
In 1854 he published his excellent 
edition of "Gibbon's Decline and 
Pall of the Eoman Empire ; ” in 
1855 he published " A Latin-Eng- 
lish Dictionary, based on the works 
of Eorcellini and Freund j ” and in 
1860 he brought out his first volume 
of a "Dictionary of the Bible, 
comprising its Antiquities, Bio- 
graphy, Geography, and Natural 
History,” which is designed to 
render the same service in the 
study of the Bible as the Diction- 
aries of Greek and Eoman Antiqui- 
ties have done in the study of the 
Greek and Latin classics. The 
second and third volumes, complet- 
ing the work, appeared in 1863. 
Dr. Smith is the author of the 
" Student's Latin Grammar,” pub- 
lished in 1863 , of a Latm course, 
in five parife, entitled "Principia 
Latina,” of a Greek course in 
three parts, entitled " Initia 
Grseca,” of a "School-Manual of 
English Grammar,” and of nume- 
rous educational works of a high 
class. He became editor of tiie 
Quarterly Review in 1867, which 
office he stiB holds. In 1870 he 
brought out, in conjunction with 
Mr. Hall, " A Copious and Critical 
English - Latin Dictionary,” the 
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fruit of fifteen years^ labour ; and 
in tbe same year lie received the 
honorary degree of ' D.C.L. from 
the University of Oxford. In 1875 
he completed his large atlas of 

Biblical and Classical Geography," 
forming a companion volume to his 
Biblical and Classical Diction- 
aries. 

SMITH, The Eight Hon 
William Henry, M P., son of Mr. 
William Henry Smith, of the 
Strand, London, and Bournemouth, 
Hampshire, bookseller, publisher, 
and news-agent, was born in Duke 
Street, Grosvenor Square, London, 
June 24, 1825. He was educated at 
the Grammar School, Tavistock, 
and became, m due course, a part- 
ner in the well-known firm in the 
Strand. In July, 1865, he unsuc- 
cessfully contested Westminster in 
the Conservative interest, but his 
candidature was renewed with suc- 
cess in Nov., 1868, when he defeated 
Mr. John Stuart Mill. He has 
continued to sit for Westminster 
down to the present time, having 
been returned at the head of 
the poll in 1874. He was Pinan- 
cial Secretary of the Treasury 
from Peb., 1874, till Aug 8, 
1877, when he was appointed First 
Lord of the Admiralty and a 
Cabinet Minister, in succession to 
the late Mr. Ward Hunt. He went 
out of office on the retirement of 
the Conservatives in April, 1880. 
Mr. Smith was a member of the 
first and second School Boards for 
London, his retirement in 1874 
being occasioned by the pressure of 
official duties. The University of 
Oxford conferred on him the hono- 
rary degree of D.C L in 1879 ; and 
he was presented with the freedom 
of the Stationers’ Company in 1880. 
He is a magistrate for Hertford- 
shire and the Liberty of St. Alban’s, 
and a member of the Council of 
King’s College, London. 

SMITH, William Eobertson, 
M. A., LL.D., was bom at Keig, Aber- 
deenshire, Hov. 8, 1846, and edu- 
cated privately, and then at Aber- 


deen University, the New College, 
Edinburgh, and the Universities of 
Bonn and Gottingen. He was ap- 
pointed Professor of Hebrew in the 
Free Church College, Aberdeen, in 
1870, and was removed from this 
ofiSce by an extraordinary act of the 
General Assembly in 1881, on ac- 
count of his critical views as to the 
Old Testament, published in the 

Encyclopaedia Britannica " and 
elsewhere. Since then he has been 
associated with Prof. Baynes in 
editing the Encyclopaedia Britan- 
nica.’’ From 1868 to 1870 he was 
assistant to the Professor of Physics 
at Edinburgh He is a member of 
the Old Testament Eevision Com- 
pany. Professor Eobertson Smith 
travelled in Arabia, 1879-80, and 
described his journey in letters to 
the Scotsman newspaper. These 
have been characterised by Noldeke 
as one of the most instructive 
writings which exist on the subject 
of Arabia. In Jan., 1883, Professor 
Eobertson Smith accepted the Lord 
Almoner’s Professorship of Arabic 
in the University of Cambridge, 
vacant by the death of Professor 
Palmer. He has contributed to 
scientific journals and societies; 
and has published " The Old Testa- 
ment in the Jewish Church,’’ 1880 ; 
and "The Prophets of Israel, and 
their Place in History to the close 
of the Eighth Century, b.c.,’’ 1882. 

SMYTHIES, The Eight Eev. 
Charles Alan, Bishop of Central 
Africa, was educated at Trinity 
College, Cambridge (B.A., 1867 ; 
M.A., 1878). He was curate of 
Great Marlow from 1869-72, and of 
Eoath, near Cardiff, from the latter 
year till 1880, when he was pre- 
sented to the vicarage of Eoath. 
In Oct.j 1883, he was appointed 
Bishop of Central Africa, in suc- 
cession to the late Dr. Steere, and 
was consecrated in St. Paul’s Cathe- 
dral on Nov, 30. 

SODOE AND MAN, Bishop oe. 
(See Hill, Dr.) 

SOLLY, Ebward, F.E S., born 
in London, Oct. 11, 1819, and edu- 
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cated at Berlin ; ‘became chemist to 
the Royal Asiatic Society in 1838 , 
Lectm*er on Chemistry at the Royal 
Institution in ISld ; Honorary 
Member of the Royal Agricnltural 
Society in 1842 ; EeUow of the Royal 
Society in 1843 ; Professor of 
Chemistry in the East-India Com- 
pany’s Military College at Addis- 
combe in 1845 j and Honorary 
Professor of Chemistry to the Hor- 
ticultural Society in 1846. Mr. 
Solly is the author of "Rural 
Chemistry/’ 1843 ; " Syllabus of 
Chemistry/’ 1849; "Jury Report 
on the Great Exhibition of 1851 , ” 
and many scientific memoirs. He 
has devoted himself specially to 
chemistry in its applications to 
agriculture and technology. 

SOMERSET (Duke oe), His 
G-baob Edward Adolphus St. 
Maub, K.G., eldest son of the 
eleventh duke, born Dec. 20, 1804, 
succeeded to the title as twelfth 
duke, Aug. 15, 1855, He was edu- 
cated at Christ Church, Oxford, and 
as Lord Seymour was one of the 
members for Totnes, in the Liberal 
interest, from Eeb., 1834, till 1855. 
His Grace held the office of a Lord 
of the Treasury from 1835 till 1839, 
of Secretary to the Board of Con- 
trol from 1839 till 1841, of Chief 
Commissioner of "Woods and Porests 
from 1849 till 1851, and of Pubhc 
Works from 1851 till 1852. On the 
return of Lord Palmerston to 
power, in 1859, he was appointed 
Eirst Lord of the Admiralty, which 
he resided on the fall of the Rus- 
sell ministry in June, 1866. His 
Grace, who is descended from a 
common ancestor with the Marquis 
of Hertford, was at one time a 
Commissioner of Lunacy, and was 
made Lord-Lieutenant of Devon- 
shire in 1861. He published in 
1871 a work entitled "Christian 
Theology and Modern Scepticism,” 
in which he attempts to show that 
the Acts of the Apostles and the 
Pauline Epistles frequently contra- 
dict one another. 

SORBT, Henry Clifton, LL.D., 


F.R.S , was born at Woodbourne, 
near Sheffield, May 10, 1826, and 
educated at the Sheffield Colle- 
giate School, and by private tutors. 
He is an honorary LL.D of Cam- 
bridge (1879), and he has been 
President of the Geological So- 
ciety. On April 25, 1882, he was 
elected President of Firth College, 
Sheffield He is the author of 
many separate papers on the micro- 
scopical structure of rocks, on the 
construction and use of the micro- 
spectroscope in studying animal and 
vegetable colouring matters, on a 
new method of studying the optical 
characters of minerals, on the phy- 
sical geography of former geological 
periods, and on various other sub- 
jects connected with geology and 
the use of the microscope. 

SOWERBY, George Brbtting- 
HAM, FJL.S., son of the late Mr. G. 
B. So werby (author of "The Genera 
of Recent and Fossil Shells ”), bom 
in 1812, IS well known both as an 
arbist and as a naturalist. He has 
contributed extensively to the Pro- 
ceedmgs of the Zoological and other 
learned societies, and has written 
"A Conchological Manual,” pub- 
lished in, 1839; "Conchological 
Illustrations,” in 1841-45; "The- 
saurus Conchyliorum,” in 1842-71, a 
work in progress and near its close, 
having reached the 40th part , 
"Popular British Conchology,” in 
1855; "A Popular Grade to the 
Aquarium,” in 1857 ; " Illustrated 
Index of British SheUs,” in 1859 ; 
and other works on natural history. 
In 1875 he furnished two conclud- 
ing parts to the " Malacostraca,” 
left unfinished in 1822 by his grand- 
father and Dr Leach. His brother, 
Mr. Henry Sowerby, is the author 
of "Popular Mineralogy,” published 
in 1850.

SPENCE, The Rev. Henry 
Donald Maurice, M.A., bom in 
Pall Mall, London, in 1836, was 
educated at Westminster School 
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and at Corpus Christi College, Cam- 
bridge (B,A., 1864; M.A., 1866) 
Wbile at thelJniversity he obtained 
a first-class in the voluntary theo- 
logical tripos (1864), the Cams 
Undergraduate University Prize 
(1864), and the Carus and Schole- 
field University Prize (1866, and 
again, 1866). He was appointed 
Professor of Modern Literature in 
David^s College, Lampeter, in 1866 ; 
Eector of St. Mary de Crypt, Grlou- 
cester, in 1870 ; Examining Chaplain 
to the Bishop of Gloucester and 
Bristol (Dr Ellicott), in 1870 ; 
Principal of the Theological Col- 
lege of Gdoueester in 1876; Hon. 
Canon of Gloucester in 1875. In 
1877 he was presented by the Queen 
to the vicarage of St. Paneras, 
London, void by the promotion of 
Dr. Anthony Wilson Thorold to the 
see of Eochester. Mr. Spence was 
in the same year appointed Em'al 
Dean of St. Paneras. He has con- 
tributed many papers to the " Bible 
Educator is joint author with 
Dean Howson of a Commentary on 
the Acts of the Apostles (Anglo- 
American Commentary) ; and is one 
of the Commentators of the Hew 
Testament, and also of the Old 
Testament, edited by the Bishop of 
Gloucester and Bristol. Canon 
Spence is likewise editor of the 

Pulpit Commentary on the Old 
and Hew Testaments,^-* and of 
several works on the Talmud. 

SPEHCEE (Earl), The Eight 
Hon John Poyntz Spencer, K.G , 
only son of the fourth Earl Spencer, 
born at Spencer House in 1835, re- 
ceived his education at Harrow 
School and at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, where he graduated in 1857 
He represented the southern divi- 
sion of the county of Horthampton 
in the House of Commons from 
April to Deo., 1857, when he suc- 
ceeded to the title on his father’s 
death. He was Groom of the Stole 
to the late Prince Consort, 1859-61 ; 
and Groom of the Stole to the Prince 
of Wales, 1862-67. In Dec., 1868, 
he was appointed Lord-Lieutenant 


of Ireland, and he made his public 
entry into Dublin Jan 16, 1869. 
He retained that office till the re- 
signation of the Gladstone Ministry 
in Feb., 1874 On the return of 
the Liberals to office in May, 1880, 
he was appointed Lord President 
of the Council. He was nominated 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, on the 
resignation of Earl Cowper, May 4, 

1882, retaining his seat in the Ca- 
binet. He arrived in Dublin Castle 
on May 6, on the evening of which 
day Lord Frederick Cavendish, the 
newly-appointed Chief Secretary, 
and Mr. Thomas A Burke, the 
Under-Secretary, were stabbed to 
death by assassins in the Phoenix 
Park, close to the Castle. In March, 

1883, Earl Spencer resigned the 
office of Lord President of the 
Council, but still remained a mem- 
ber of the Cabinet. The Univer- 
sity of Dublin conferred on him the 
honorary degree of LL.D. June 30, 
1883. His lordship is Lord-Lieu- 
tenant of Horthamptonshire, and 
master of the celebrated Pytehley 
Hunt. 

SPEHCEE, Herbert, was born 
at Derby in 1820. He was educated 
by his father, a teacher in Derby, 
and his uncle, the Eev. Thomas 
Spencer, a clergyman of the Estab- 
hshed Church, who at one period 
travelled and lectured in the United 
States. At the age of seventeen he 
became a civil engineer, but after 
about eight years abandoned the 
profession, having during this period 
contributed various papers to the 
Civil JEngineers* and Architects* Jour- 
nal. His first productions in general 
literature were in the shape of a 
series of letters on “The Proper 
Sphere of Government,” published 
in the Nonconformist newspaper in 
1842, some of which were reprinted 
in pamphlet form. From 1848 to 
1852 he was engaged as a writer 
for the Mconomisti and during this 
time published his first considerable 
work, “ Social Statics : or, the 
Conditions essential to Human 
Happiness specified, and the first 
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of tliem developed/^ 1851. In 1856 
appeared Ms Principles of Psycho- 
logy"" (2nd edit , 1870)^ an attempt 
to analyse the relations between the 
order of the worlds of matter and 
mind. Its fundamental idea has been 
stated as follows : — “ The universal 
law of intelligence flows directly 
from the co-operation of mind and 
nature in the genesis of our ideas 
It is this : that just in proportion 
as there is a persistency in the order 
or relationship of events in nature, 
so will there be a persistency in 
the connection wMch subsists be- 
tween two corresponding states of 
consciousness. The succession or 
co-existence of external phenomena 
produces, of course, a hke succes- 
sion or co-existence in our mental 
perceptions ; and when any two 
physical states often occur together, 
Hiere is at length established an 
internal tendency for these states 
always to recur in the same order. 
Starting therefore from tMs law, 
the author first traces the growth 
of the human intelligence through 
the lower phenomena of reflex action 
and instinct j then shows how our 
unconscious life merges in a succes- 
sion of conscious phenomena; and 
lastly, carries us upward through 
the regions of memory, etc., to the 
highest exercise of reason and the 
normal development of the feel- 
ings."" Mr. Spencer paid a visit to 
the United States in 1882. On May 
12, 1883, he was elected a corre- 
spondent of the French Academy 
of Moral and Political Sciences, for 
the section of Philosophy, in the 
room of Emerson. He has con- 
tributed extensively to periodicals, 
and republished a volume of Ms 
articles under the title of ^‘'Essays, 
Scientific, Political, and Specula- 
tive "" (2nd series, 1858-63 ; 3 vols., 
1868-74). A series of Ms review 
articles on Education, Intellec- 
tual, Moral, and Physical,"" was re- 
published collectively in 1861 The 
later works of Mr. Spencer are : — 
Education : Intellectual, Moral, 
and Physical,"" 1861, reprinted at 


New York, 1864 ; " First Principles,"" 
a system of philosophy, 1862, 2nd 
eMt. 1867; ^'The Classification of 
the Sciences , to which are added. 
Reasons for dissenting from the 
philosophy of M. Comte,"" 1864, 
3rd edit. 1871; ^^The Principles 
of Biology,"" 1864; "^Spontaneous 
Generation, and the Hypothesis of 
Physiological Units,"" New York, 
1870, bemg a reply to the North 
American Review ; "" Recent Discus- 
sions in Science, Philosophy, and 
Morals,"" New York, 1871; ""The 
Study of Sociology,"" 3rd edit., 1872 ; 
""Descriptive Sociology; or Groups 
of Sociological Facts,"" 1873 ; "" Ce- 
remonial Institutions,"" being Part 
rV. of ""The Principles of Soci- 
ology,"" 1879. Mr Spencer is an 
earnest advocate of the theory of 
Evolution or Development, which 
he has carried out into systematic 
detail. 

SPIELHAGEN, Friedrich, a 
German novelist, was born at Mag- 
deburg, Feb. 20, 1829, being the 
son of a Government official. At 
an early age he accompanied his 
father to Stralsund, and on this 
journey the sea made a lasting im- 
pression on the susceptible mmd of 
the future novelist, who has in 
most of Ms works described life and 
incidents at sea with remarkable 
force and vividness. In 1847 he 
entered the University of Berlin, 
and then removed to Bonn, where 
he applied himself to the study of 
the law for about six months, and 
then turned Ms attention to philo- 
logical and literary studies, wMch 
he pursued with great zeal at Ber- 
lin and Greifswald. In 1864 he 
settled at Leipzig, where he taught 
in the Gyimiasium, but the sudden 
death of Ms father changed Ms cir- 
cumstances and prospects, and led 
to Ms adopting literature as a pro- 
fession. Since the year 1854, he 
has brought out, with ever in- 
creasing success, a series of novels, 
wMch have gained for him a fore- 
most place among German writers 
of fiction. His lai^er works are: 
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Problematical Natures/"* 1861 , 
9tli edit 1880, and its sequel 

Tbrougb Night to Liglit/^ 1862 , 
"Hammer and Anvil/"* 1869, Sth 
edit 1881 ; " Ever Eor"ward ! ” 

1872 ; " What the Swallows Sang/^ 
1873; and "Storm-Floods,” 1878. 
He has also wi-itten " The Hohen- 
steins,” 1864, "Ean]s:andFile,”1866, 
" Low Land,” 1879 , and " Quisi- 
sana,” 1880 Among his smaller 
pieces are "Clara Yere,” 1857, 
" On the Downs,” 1858 , " At the 
Twelfth Hour,” 1863, "The Eose 
of the Court,” 1864; "Hans and 
Margaret,” a village story, 1868 ; 
" The Tillage Coquette,” 1869 ; 
"Q-erman Pioneers,” 1870; "Ulti- 
mo,” 1873 , " The Skeleton in the 
House,” 1879; and "Angela,” 1881; 
and two comedies, "Love for Love,” 
1875 ; and " Hans and Margaret,” 
1876. Since 1881 he has been at work 
upon a fresh work of fiction, which 
is to appear as a feuilleton in the 
National Zeitunp and the finishing 
touches of which the author has 
completed during his stay in the 
summer of 1883, on the island of 
Nordeney, .which has been his an- 
nual retreat during the summer 
months for the last three years. 
The novel is entitled " TJhlenhanns” 
(John of the Owls). Spielhagen 
first intended to call his hero, 
"Hanns der Traeumer” (John the 
Dreamer), who is a native of Euegen, 
the island in the Baltic in which 
the scene of the previous novel 
"Angela” was likewise laid. His 
new book is very voluminous, in 
two large volumes, and sirnilar 
to his " Problematische Naturen ” 
It has a political background, but 
is a real family romance, totally 
removed from the materialistic 
characteristics of our present time. 
The poet has chosen the period of 
1830 to 1840 for his work, and it is 
the evident object of the author to 
remind our generation that it is 
entirely wanting in idealistic ten- 
dencies and aspirations. 

SPULLEE, ExraEKB, a French 
politician, bom at Seurre (C6te- 


d’Or), Dee 8, 1835, prosecuted his 
studies at the Lyceum and the 
Faculty of Laws at Di-)on, and 
became a member of the Paris bar 
in 1862. After having been em- 
ployed in several political cases, he 
abandoned the legal profession in 
order to engage in active political 
life and j ournalism At the general 
elections of 1863 he supported, at 
private meetings, the candidature 
of Emile Ollivier against the official 
candidature of M. Varin, in the 
third circonscription of the Seme 
He then became editor of the 
Europe of Frankfort, and contri- 
buted to the Nain Jaune, the Jour- 
nal de PariSj and the Journal de 
Geneve. Having formed a friend- 
ship with M. Gambetta, he became, 
in 1868, one of the founders of the 
Bevue Politique. He was also one 
of the contributors to the Encyclo- 
pdd%e Ginerale (1869-70). At the 
legislative ejections of 1869 he 
opposed M. Emile Ollivier's candi- 
dature, which, not long before, he 
had supported ; and he vehemently 
opposed the pl<5biscito of May, 1870, 
publishing a "Petite Histoire du 
Second Empire, utile £l lire avant 
le vote du Plebiscite.” After the 
revolution of Sept. 4, 1870, he was 
M. Gambetta’s confidential friend 
and secretary, and m Nov., 1871, he 
became the principal editor of La 
Bepubliqiie Pmnraise. He resigned 
tliat post in 1876, when he was 
elected a Deputy for the 3rd arron- 
dissement of Paris. On Feb. 6, 
1880, he was elected President of 
the Advanced Left Deputies, de- 
feating the more Eadical M Boys- 
set by 51 to 37. Besides the works 
already cited, M Spuller has writ- 
ten, " Michelet, sa vie et ses 
oeuvres,” 1876 ; "Ignace de Loyola 
et la Compa.gnie de Jesus',” 1876 ; 
and La Gompagnie de Jesus devant 
THistoire,” 1877, and a collection 
of his "Conferences,” 1879. 

SPXJEGEON, Charles Haddon, 
born at Kelvedon, Esses, June 19, 
1834, was educated at Colchester, 
and became usher in a school at 
3 T 
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Newmarket. Some of his relatives, 
who were Independents, proposed 
that he should enter one of their 
colleges, and undergo a training 
for the ministry ; but as he held 
Anabaptist views, he -joined the 
congregation which had been pre- 
sided over by the late Eobert HaU, 
at Cambridge. Erom this period 
he became a village preacher and 
tract distributor at Teversham, a 
village near Cambridge j under the 
designation of '"the Boy Preacher,^^ 
dehvered his first sermon , and 
shortly afterwards accepted an in- 
vitation to become pastor at a small 
Baptist chapel at Waterbeach. The 
lad of seventeen became a well- 
known character , the bam at 
Waterbeach was filled with audi- 
tors, while crowds contented them- 
selves with listening to the sound 
of his voice from the outside. In- 
vitations to preach were sent to 
him from the surrounding places, 
his fame reached London, and he 
was offered the chapel in New Park- 
street, in Southwark, in which Br. 
Eippon at one time preached. Mr 
Spurgeon made his first appearance 
before a London congregation in 
1853, with so much success, that ere 
two years had elapsed it was con- 
sidered necessary to enlarge the 
building, pending which alteration 
he officiated for four months at 
Exeter Hall. That edifice was 
crowded, and hundreds were turned 
away from the doors. The enlarge- 
ment of the chapel in Park-street, 
however, proved insufficient, and 
his hearers multiphed with such 
rapidity, that it became expedient 
to engage the Surrey Music Hall. 
A lamentable accident having oc- 
curred within its -jyalls in Oct., 
1856, his followers erected for him 
a large new chapel called the 
"Tabernacle,'^ in Newington Butts, 
which was publicly opened in 1861. 
Mr. Spurgeon, who has published 
hundreds of sermons, laid the 
foundation-stone of the Stockwell 
Orphanage in Sept , 1867 
SQUIEE, Ephraim Gteorob, bom 


at Bethlehem, New York, June 17, 
1821. In his youth he worked on a 
farm in summer, and taught school 
m winter. Subsequently he edited 
various local newspapers, and 
studied engineering. Eemoving to 
Ohio, he undertook, in conjunction 
with Dr. E H. Davis, an explora- 
tion of the aboriginal monuments 
in the Valley of the Mississippi, of 
which the results are given in the 
first volume of the "Smithsonian 
Contributions to Knowledge,” 181 j 8. 
He subsequently published "Abori- 
ginal Monuments of the State of 
New York,” 1849. In 1848 he was 
appointed Charge d' Affaires to the 
republics of Central America. In 
1853 he went again to Central 
America to report upon a line for a 
proposed interoceanic railway, for 
which a company was formed, of 
which he was made secretary ; but 
the work has never been begun. 
He spent 1863-64 in Peru (as 
United States Commissioner), ex- 
amining the remains of the Inca 
works, of which he took hundreds 
of photographs. Eeturning to New 
York he began to prepare an ex- 
haustive work on the subj'ect, but 
the completion of the work was for 
several years interrupted by a 
mental disorder, from which he 
however subsequently recovered so 
far as to be able to revise the por- 
tions already written, and to super- 
intend their publication, under .the 
title "Peru; Incidents and Ex- 
plorations m the Land of the Incas,” 
1877. Besides numerous repoits 
and scientific papers, he has pub- 
lished : " Nicaragua j its People, 
Scenery, and Monuments,” 1852 ; 
" Notes on Central America,” 1854 j 
"Waikna,” a story of adventure, 
partly imaginary, on the Mosquito 
Shore, 1855 j “The States of Cen- 
tral America,” 1857, revised, 1870 ; 
" Monograph of Authors who have 
written on the Aboriginal Lan- 
guages of America,” 1860 j and 
" Tropical Eibres and their Econo- 
mic Extraction,” 1861. He has 
received the medal of the Prench 
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G-eograpMcal Society; is a member 
of many learned associations ; and 
was, in 1871, President of the An- 
thropological Society of New York. 
A recurrence of the mental disorder 
has of late incapacitated him for all 
labour. 

STAINEE, John, Mus. Doc., was 
born in 1840, and was a chorister at 
St Paul's between 1847 and 1856 
At the age of sixteen he became 
organist to St. Michael's College, 
Tenbury, then recently founded by 
Sir E. Gr. Ouseley, Professor of Music 
in the University of Oxford; and, 
three years afterwards, he was, at 
the early age of nineteen, made 
organist of Magdalen College, Ox- 
ford. He seized the opportunity of 
graduating in arts as well as in 
music, proceeding to Mus. Bac. m 
1859, B A. 1863, Mus. Doc. 1865, 
M.A. 1866. In 1860 Dr. Stainer 
had been appointed organist of the 
University Church by the then 
Vice-Chancellor, the Eev. Dr Jeune, 
late Bishop of Peterborough, and 
he held this appointment, together 
with the organistship of Magdalen, 
until 1872, when he was appointed 
to succeed Sir John G-oss, as organist 
of St. Paul's London. Dr. Stainer, 
who is a brilliant instrumentalist, 
has composed a large number of 
anthems and Church services, as 
well as songs of a secular character, 
while by his Treatise on Harmony" 
(5th edit. 1881), his educational 
primers on Harmony, Composition, 
and the Organ, and by his work on 
“ The Music of the Bible," he 
achieved a high reputation as a 
scientific musician. A cantata by 
Dr. Stainer, '^The Daughter of 
Jairus," was composed for and pro- 
duced at .the Worcester Festival, 
1878. Prom time to time Dr. 
Stainer has acted as musical ex- 
aminer to the Universities of Oxford, 
Cambridge, and London. 

STALEY, The Eight Eev 
Thomas Nettleship, D.D., born at 
Sheffield, Yorkshire, in 1823, was 
educated at the Collegiate School, 
Sheffield, and at Queen's College, 


Cambridge, where he graduated as a 
Wrangler in 1844, and was elected 
Fellow in 1846. He was, from 1844 
tiU 1850, one of the tutors at St. 
Mark's Training College, Chelsea, 
after which he was elected Head 
Master of the Proprietary Gammar- 
school at Wandsworth. In 1861 
the King of the Sandwich Islands 
having signified his wish that his 
dominions might be constituted into 
a see of the Church of England, 
and offered to contribute to the 
endowment, Mr. Staley was conse- 
crated first Missionary Bishop of 
Honolulu. He resigned the see in 
1870 He was appointed vicar of 
Croxall, Staffordshire, in 1872. 

STANLEY, The Eight Hon. 
Frederick Arthur, M.P., younger 
son of the fourteenth and brother 
of the present Earl of Derby, by 
Emma, second daughter of the first 
Lord Skehnersdale, was born in 
London in 1841, and received his 
education at Eton. He entered 
the Grenadier Guards in 1858, was 
appointed Lieutenant and Captain 
m 1862, and retired in 1865. He 
represented Preston in the House 
of Commons, in the Conservative 
interest, from July, 1865, till Dec., 
1868, when he was elected for North 
Lancashire. He was a Lord of the 
Admiralty from Aug. to Dec , 1868, 
and Pmancial Secretary for War 
from Feb , 1874, till Aug., 1877, 
when he became Financial Secre- 
tary to the Treasury. 'On April 2, 
1878, Colonel Stanley was appointed 
Secretary of State for War, in suc- 
cession to Mr Hardy, now Lord 
Cranbrook, and was sworn of the 
Privy Council. In the autumn re- 
cess of that year he and Mr. W. H. 
Smith, the First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, with a numerous suite, 
visited the island of Cyprus. He 
went out of office with liis party in 
April, 1880. Ho married, in 1864, 
Lady Constance, eldest daughter 
of the fourth Earl of Clarendon. 
Colonel Stanley is heir presumptive 
to the Earldom of Derby. 

STANLEY, Henry M., born near 
3 T 2 
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Denbigh^ in Wales, m 1810. When 
three years old he was placed in 
the poor-house of St. Asaph, where 
he remained ten years, and received 
an education which enabled him to 
teach in a school. At the age of 
fifteen he sailed as cabin-boy in 
a vessel bound for New Orleans. 
Here he was adopted by a merchant 
named Stanley, whose name he 
took, in place of his original one, 
which was John Howlands. His 
patron died without leaving a will, 
and young Stanley was left to his 
own resources. He enlisted in the 
Confederate army, was made a 
prisoner, and subsequently joined 
the Federal service, becoming a 
petty officer on a war-steamer. 
After the close of the war he be- 
came a newspaper correspondent, 
and in 1867 was sent by the New 
York Herald as its correspondent 
with the British army in Abyssinia, 
and subsequently travelled in Spain 
and elsewhere He was finally sent 
by the conductor of the Herald to 
find Dr. Livingstone, of whom no- 
thing had been heard for more 
than two years. Stanley reached 
Zanzibar, on the east coast of 
Africa, early in Jan., 1871, and on 
the 28th of October reached XJjiji, 
on Lake Tanganyika, where Living- 
stone had just arrived from the 
south-west Stanley remained with 
him until Feb., 1872, when Living- 
stone started on the journey from 
which he never returned, and 
Stanley made his way back to 
Europe. The iclat of this exploit 
induced the conductors of the New 
York Herald and of the London 
BaUy Telegraiph to send him, at 
their own expense, on another Afri- 
can expedition. He reached Zanzi- 
bar in the autumn of 1874, and 
learning that Livingstone was dead, 
resolved to go north-westward, and 
explore the region of Lake Victoria 
N^yanza. This, after many en- 
counters with the natives, he reached 
in Feb., 1875, and found it to be 
the largest body of fresh water on 
the globe, having an area of 40,000 


square miles He then pushed west- 
ward towards Lake Albert N^’yanza, 
and was able to satisfy himself that 
it was not, as had been generally 
supposed, connected with Lake Tan- 
ganyika. Forced by the hostility 
of the natives to return to Uji]!, he 
determined to descend the great 
river discovered by Livingstone, 
and believed by him to be the Nile, 
but which others thought was the 
Congo ; and named by Livingstone 
the Lualaba, and by Stanley the 
Livingstone. The descent, chiefly 
by canoes, occupied him eight 
months, cost him the lives of thirty- 
five out of his one hundred and 
fifty men, and was accomplished 
under the greatest difficulties and 
privations. On reaching a settle- 
ment on the coast, a Portuguese 
national vessel took him to St. Paul 
de Loanda , whence an English 
vessel conveyed the party to the 
Cape of Good Hope, and thence to 
Zanzibar. Here his men were 
left at their home, and Stanley 
reached England in Feb. 1878. 
He has published an account 
of his first expedition, under the 
title ^'How I found Livingstone,” 
1872. Of his other expedition an 
account is given in Through 
the Dark Continent,” 1878. The 
President of the French Geo- 
graphical Society presented the 
Cross of Chevalier of the Legion of 
Honour to Mr Stanley at the Sor- 
bonne. Pans, June 28, 1878. In 
1879-82 he visited Africa again, 
under the auspices of the African 
International Association founded 
at Brussels. The object he had in 
view was to develop the great 
basin of the river Congo. The 
King of the Belgians devoted from 
his private purse .£50,000 per annum 
towards this costly enterprise, and 
Stanley had practically unlimited 
means at his command. He made 
a road on the side of the Living- 
stone Falls, with steamers on con- 
venient level reaches, so as to reach 
Stanley Pool from Embomma. In 
Sept., 1883, a letter from Stanley 
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■was received in London (dated July 
ll)j giving a brief account of Ms 
recent expedition to the Equator. 
“WTiile Stanley was engaged under 
the Belgian Society political com- 
phcations arose in consequence of 
the action of M. de Brazza^ who 
hoisted the French flag, and was 
said thus to imperil the freedom of 
the river Congo on the plateau 
above the cataracts. 

STANSFELD, The Bight Hon. 
James, M.P , the eldest son of Mr. 
James Stansfeld, of Moorlands, 
Judge of the County Court of York- 
shire, at Halifax (who died Jan. 
29, 1872), was born at Halifax m 
1820, and educated at University 
College, London, where he attained 
the degree of LL.B. He was called 
to the bar at the Inner Temple in 
1849 ; was elected one of the mem- 
bers for Halifax, in the advanced 
Liberal interest, in April, 1859; 
was appointed a Lord of the Ad- 
miralty in April, 1863, and resigned 
m April, 1864, owing to the dis- 
satisfaction caused by his intimacy 
with the conspirator Mazzini. He 
was appointed Under-Secretary of 
State under Lord Russell’s second 
administration, in Feb., 1866, and 
retired in June of that year. He 
was made Third Lord of the Trea- 
sury on Mr. G-ladstone’s coming 
into office in Dec., 1868, and in 
Oct., 1869, he succeeded Mr. Ayrton 
as one of the Joint Secretaries to 
the Treasury The latter office he 
resigned in March, 18/1, when he 
succeeded Mr. G-oschen as President 
of the Poor Law Board. He was 
appointed the first President of the 
new Local Government Board in 
Aug., 1871 ; and held that office till 
the resignation of Mr. Gladstone’s 
Cabinet in Jan., 1874. 

STANTON, The Right Rev. 
George Henry, D.D., Bishop of 
North Queensland, was educated 
at Hertford College, Oxford (B.A. 
1858 ; M.A. 1862 j D.D. 1878) ; was 
curate of Christ Church, Rother- 
hithe, 1858-62 ; curate of AJl Samts, 
Maidstone, 1862-64; curate of St. 


Saviour, Fitzroy Square, 1864-67; 
vicar of Holy Trinity, St. Giles-in- 
the-Fields, 1867-78, and was con- 
secrated in St. Paul’s Cathedral to 
the new diocese of North Queens- 
land, Australia, June 24, 1878. 

STAPLETON, AnGtrsTUS Gran- 
ville, born in 1800, was educated 
at Rugby and St John’s, Cam- 
bridge. He was appointed private 
secretary to Mr. Canning, in 1822. 
At that statesman’s death he was 
made a Commissioner of Customs 
by desire of George lY., as ^"a 
tribute to Mr. Cannmg’s memory,” 
and having been entrusted -vTith 
that statesman’s papers, he pub- 
lished, in 1830, Ms " Political Life” 
during his last tenure of office 
Mr. Stapleton contributed letters 
on foreign policy, signed ^‘‘Sulpi- 
cius” to the Times during April 
and May, 1836. At the reques'b of 
the Conservative leaders he con- 
tested Birmingham (without suc- 
cess) at the election in 1837. In 
1843 he published two pamphlets 
on "The Real Monster Evil of 
Ireland,” propounding a scheme 
for the relief of Irish destitution. 
From 1850 to 1855 he contributed 
letters on foreign pohcy and in- 
ternational law, signed " Lex Pub- 
lica,” to the Morning Herald. He 
published in 1850 " Suggestions for 
a Conservative and Popular Reform 
of the House of Commons,” ad- 
vising a distinct and separate re- 
presentation in Parliament of the 
educated classes TMs was fol- 
lowed by a pamphlet on "The 
Educational FrancMse.” He was 
m-Tited in 1851, by the friends of 
Protestant education in Ireland, 
to examine the schools under the 
National Board and the Church 
Education Society, and he gave 
evidence (1853) before a Committee 
of the House of Lords as to the 
result of his inquiry. In 1857 he 
published a pamphlet, Hostilities 
at Canton,” on the Lorcha Arrow 
case, wMch served as a principal 
brief to the opposition leaders, when 
the Government of the day were 
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defeated in tlie GommonSj and in 
consequence dissolved Parliament, 
In 1859 lie published George Can- 
ning and his Times in 1866, 
'“^Intervention and Non-Interven- 
tion " in 1868, "The Origin of 
Eenianism m 1871, " The French 
Case truly stated,” showing how the 
French Government were beguiled 
into the declaration of war against 
Prussia; and in 1873, essays m 
Macnnllan^s Magazine commentmg, 
from a contemporary point of view, 
on Charles Greville’s memoirs. 

STEELL, Sib John, E.SA, 
sculptor to Her Majesty for Scot- 
land, born in Aberdeen, in 1804, 
commenced the study of art in 
Edinburgh, where his parents re- 
sided ; afterwards proceeded to 
Rome, and on his return from that 
city, in 1833, distinguished himself 
by a colossal model of Alexandp 
and Bucephalus, now being cast in 
bronze for erection in Edinburgh, 
ffis sitting statue of Sir Walter 
Scott, in gray Carrara marble, 
under the lower ground arch of the 
monument to the great novelist at 
Edinburgh, brought him into 
notice. A public competition took 
place for tlus statue, and Sir John’s 
model was unanimously selected 
from among numerous others One 
of his principal works in Edin- 
burgh, Ihe sitting colossal figure of 
the Queen, in her royal robes, with 
orb and sceptre, above the Eoyal 
Institution, gained for him the 
appoiniment of sculptor to her Ma- 
jesty for Scotland, and another of 
Ms works, the equestrian statue of 
•the late Ihtke of Wellington, in 
bronze, was erected in 1862 in front 
of the Eegister House, Edinburgh. 
The bust taken from tMs figure so 
pleased the Duke that he ordered 
two to be execu-ted for him — one 
for Apsley House, and the other 
for Eton. Sir John Steell’s statue 
of Admiral Lord de Saumarez, in 
the hall of Greenwich Hospital, Ms 
bronze statue of Lord Melville, his 
statues in marble of Lord Jeffrey 
and Lord Justice^G§ner^l Boyle, in 


Edinburgh, and Ms monument to 
the 93rd Highlanders, in the Cathe- 
dral at Glasgow, have been favour- 
ably noticed by competent critics, 
and his statues of the late Marquis 
of Dalhousie, and of the distin- 
guished financier, the late Eight 
Hon James Wilson, have been 
erected in Calcutta. His statue of 
the late Professor Wilson, in 
bronze, twelve feet high, was placed 
on its pedestal in Princes Street, 
Edinburgh, March 21, 1865. He 
has executed another colossal statue 
of Allan Eamsay ; a marble statue 
of the Countess of Elgin, for 
Jamaica ; busts of the Prince of 
Wales, the Duke of Edinburgh, 
and numerous other works. In 
1872 Sir John Steell executed in 
bronze a full-size copy of Ms co- 
lossal statue of Sir Walter Scott, 
for the Cential Park, New York; 
and he has completed the Scottish 
National Memorial to the late 
Prince Consort, which is erected in 
the centre of Charlotte Square, 
Edinburgh, and was inaugurated 
in August, 1876, by the Queen, who 
conferred the honour of knighthood 
on the sculptor. He has executed 
a colossal bronze statue of the late 
Dr, Thomas Chalmers, erected in 
George Street, Edinburgh, and for 
America a colossal statue in bronze 
of the great Scottish poet, Eobert 
Burns, erected in the Central Park, 
New York, as well as a replica of it 
for Dundee. He lately executed a 
large monumental work in memory 
of those who fell of the 42nd Eoyal 
Hjghlanders in the Eussian war ; it 
is in fine statuary marble, and 
erected in the Dunkeld Cathedral ; 
and a large allegorical frieze for 
Montreal. He was married early in 
life to a daughter of John Graham, 
Esq., of Edinburgh. 

STEPHEN, Sib Alfbep, 
E.C.M.G., C.B., tMrd son of the 
late John Stephen, a Judge of the 
Supreme Court of New South 
Wales, bom in 1802, was educated 
at the Charterhouse, and the Gram- 
iqar School of 503aito3i, Devon, 
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He was called to the bar in 1823, 
and appointed a Judge of the 
Supreme Court of Hew South 
Wales, in 1839, having previously- 
held, for several years, the posts of 
Solicitor-G-eneral and Attorney- 
Ceneral of Tasmania. He was 
Chief Justice of Hew South Wales 
from 1844 till Hov., 1873 ; received 
the honour of knighthood in 1846 ; 
was nominated President of the 
Legislative Council, on its creation 
in 1856, but resigned in the follow- 
ing year ; was created a C.B. in 
1862 ; administered the government 
of the colony, on the retirement of 
the Earl of Belmore, from Eeb. 23 
to June 2, 1872 ; was created a 
K.C.M G-. in 1874; and appointed 
Governor of Hew South Wales in 
Hov., 1875. Sir Alfred is a cousin 
of the late Eight Hon. Sir James 
Stephen, and of the late Serjeant 
Stephen, the author of the Com- 
mentaries,^^ whose pupil he was. 

STEPHEH, The Hok. Sir 
James Eitzjames,K.C.S.I., D.C.L., 
eldest son of the late Eight Hon. 
Sir James Stephen, born at Ken- 
sington Gore, London, in March, 
1829, and educated at Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge, where he gradu- 
ated B.A. in 1862, was called to the 
bar at the Inner Temple, in Jan., 
1854. He chose the Midland Cir- 
cuit, became Eecorder of Hewark- 
on-Trent (1859-69), and acted as 
counsel for the Eev. Eowland Wil- 
liams when that gentleman was 
tried by the Court of Arches on a 
charge of heresy preferred against 
him by -the Bishop of Salisbury. 
His speech was reprinted in a 
separate form in 1862. He was an 
unsuccessful candidate for the re- 
presentation of Harwich m 1865, 
and for the Eecordership of London 
on the resignation of Mr. Bussell 
Gurney. In Dec., 1869, he received 
the appointment of Legal Member 
of the Council of the Governor- 
General of India, in the place of 
Mr. (now Sir Henry) Maine, and 
he held it till April, 1872, when he 
returned to this country. During 


the three years he spent in India 
he laboured hard to consolidate, 
abbreviate, and simplify Indian 
law. In 1873 he unsuccessfully 
contested Dundee. He was ap- 
pomted by the Inns of Court Pro- 
fessor of Common Law in Dec., 
1875, and a member of the coun- 
cils of legal education and law 
rej)orting. In 1877 he was nomi- 
nated a K.C S I. ; and in 1878 a 
member of the Eoyal Commission 
appointed to inquire into the provi- 
sions of a Draft Code relating to 
Indictable Offences Sir J ames has 
published a " General View of the 
Criminal Law of England,^^ 1863 ; 

Essays by a BaiTister,^^ reprinted 
from the Saturd^ay Review, 1862; 
"Liberty, Equality, and Frater- 
nity,^^ 1873 ; " The Digest of the 
Law of Evidence,^’ and a "Digest 
of the Criminal Law,” 1877, which 
formed the basis of an elaborate 
Bill on Indictable Offences which 
was brought forward in the House 
of Commons by the Attorney- 
General (Sir John Holker) on the 
part of the Government, in 1878, 
and the consideration of which was 
postponed till the following session. 
In Jan., 1879, he was appointed to 
the Judgeship of the High Court of 
Justice (Exchequer Division), va- 
cant by the resignation of Baron 
Cleasby. Smce then he has pub- 
lished " A History of the Criminal 
Law of England,” 3 vols , 1883. 

STEPHEH, Leslie, M.A., son 
of the late Sir James Stephen, the 
author of " Essays on Ecclesiastical 
Biography,” and brother of Mr. 
Justice Stephen, was born at Ken- 
sington, Hov. 28, 1832, and edu- 
cated at Eton School and at King’s 
College, London, whence he pro- 
ceeded to Trinity Hall, Cambridge, 
where he graduated B.A. in 1854 
and M,A. in 1857. For several 
years he was Fellow and Tutor of 
Trinity Hall. In 1864 Mr. Stephen 
left Cambridge, and since then he 
has been actively engaged in lite- 
rary pursuits in London. He was 
editor of the ComMll Magazine 
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from 1871 tiU 1SS2, when he re- 
signed that post m order to under- 
take the responsible task of editing 
the imiioi^tant “ Dictionary of Na- 
tional Biography/' which is to be 
published by Messrs. Smithy Elder, 
& Co , in a series of quarterly vo- 
lumes. In May, 1883, he was elected 
to the Lectureship of English Litera- 
ture at Cambridge, founded in 
honour of the late W. G- Clark, of 
Trinity College, Mr. Stephen mar- 
ried Miss Harriet Marian, younger 
daughter of Mr William Make- 
peace Thackeray, the celebrated 
novelist. (This lady died in 1875 ) 
His separate publications are. — 
“ Tlie Playground of Europe,’' 1871 ; 
“Hours in a Library," 1st series, 
187-i, 2nd series, 1876, 3rd series, 
1879 , “ Essays on Preethinking 
and Plain Speaking," 1873 , 
“History of English Thought in 
the 18th Century," 1876 ; “ The 
Science of Ethics," 1882 ; and 
“Johnson," “Pope," and “Swift," 
in “ English Men of Letters " 
He edited Fielding's works, “ with 
a biographical essay," 10 vols., 
1882. Mr. Leshe Stephen has also 
contributed numerous articles to 
the Saturday Review and the Pall 
Mall Gazette. 

STEWART, Balpoue, LL D., 
F.E,S., born Nov. 1, 1828, at Edin- 
burgh, was educated at the IJmver- 
sities of St. Andrews and Edm- 
burgh. He was appointed Director 
of the Kew Observatory, July 1, 
1869 , Secretary to the Meteorolo- 
gical Committee, Jan. 1, 1867 — aji 
apxK>intment which he afterwards 
resigned , Professor of Natural 
Philosophy in Owens College, Man- 
chester, July 7, 1870, which ap- 
pointment he now holds. Dr. 
Stewart is the discoverer of the law 
of equality between the absorptive 
and radiative powers of bodies, for 
which he received the Rumford 
Medal from the Royal Society in 
1868 He is the author, jointly 
with Messrs De La Rue and Loewy, 
of “ Researches on Solar Physics ; " 
joint author with Professor Tait of 


researches on the “Heating pro- 
duced by Rotation in Vacuo , " and 
has wi'itten numerous papers on 
“ Meteorology and Magnetism," the 
latest of these being an article on 
“Terrestrial Magnetism" for the 
“ Encyclopaedia Britannica," in 
which he advances a working hypo- 
thesis, an “Elementary Treatise 
on Heat," published by the Cla- 
rendon Press, Oxford , “ Lessons in 
Elementary Physics," 1871 ; “ Phy- 
sics," 1872, being one of a series of 
“ Science Primers ; " and “ The 
Conservation of Energy," 1874. 
He IS the author jointly with Pro- 
fessor Tait of the “Dnseen Uni- 
verse," a book which has gone 
through ten editions*, and he is 
one of a Committee apiiointed to 
advise the Grovernment on the sub- 
ject of Solar Physics. 

STEWART, O-ENEEAL SlE 
Donald Maetin, Bart., Q-.C.B., 
was born in 1824. He received his 
education at the University of 
Aberdeen, and entered the Bengal 
Staff Corps in 1840. He served 
against the Hill Tribes in the 
Peshawur district in 1854 and 1855, 
when he was honourably mentioned 
in the despatches In May and 
June, 1857, at the outbreak of the 
Sepoy Mutiny, he commanded the 
volunteers serving in the AUyghur 
district When all communication 
with the upper provinces was cut 
off Captain Stewart volunteered to 
carry despatches from the Govern- 
ment of the North-West Provinces 
to the officer commanding at Delhi. 
This he performed with success, 
and on his amval at the camp 
before Delhi he was appointed 
Deputy Assistant - Adjutant - 
General, in which capacity he 
served with the field force through- 
out the siege of Delhi. He was 
again mentioned in despatches with 
signal approval, and was promoted 
to the bre^ :t rank of J'lajor. . He 
afterwards served in the siege of 
Lucknow as Assistant-Adjutant- 
General, and throughout the cam- 
paign in Rohilcund, His services 
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on this occasion were further recog- 
nisedj and he obtained a brevet of 
Lieutenant-Colonel, with the medal 
and two clasps. In the Abyssinian 
Expedition of 1SG7-GS Colonel 
Stewart held command for some time 
at Zulla and at Senafe After- 
wards he marched up to Magdala 
Colonel Stewart was then rewarded 
with the title of C.B He attained 
the rank of Lieutenant-General in 
1S77. He was in command of the 
Candahar column of operations in 
the Afghan campaign, and for his 
services received the thanks of 
Parliament and a baronetcy He 
was invested with the Grand Cross 
of the Bath at a chapter of the 
Order held, at Lahore, Nov 15, 
1880 In Jan, 1881, he was ap- 
pointed Commander -in-Chief in 
India, in succession to General Sir 
Erederick Paul Hames. He was in 
the same year advanced to the rank 
of General. 

STEWAET, Sir Robert Pres- 
cott, Mus. D., son of the late Mr. 
Charles Frederick Stewart, of Dub- 
lin, by Anna, daughter of Mr. 
Francis Dawson, of Monaghan, was 
born in Dublin in Dec , 1825. He 
received his education in the school 
of Christchurch Cathedral, Dublm, 
and at the age of eighteen he was 
appointed organist of Trinity Col- 
lege, Dublin, and of both the 
Dublin Cathedrals. He took the 
degrees of Bachelor and Doctor of 
Music in 1851. He composed an 

Ode to Industry,'* for the Exhi- 
bition held at Cork in 1852, and a 
" March,” which was played at the 
opening of the Dublin Exhibition 
in the following year. In 1858 he 
produced his cantata ^^A Winter- 
Night's Wake;” and subsequently 
another cantata, The Eve of St. 
John.” He became Professor of 
Music in the University of Dublin 
in 1862. In 1872 he was knighted 
by the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, 
in acknowledgment of his musical 
attainments. He is a member of 
the Council of the Royal College of 
Mu^ic. Sir R. P, Stewfirt has writ- 


ten works on Irish Music,” and 
"Dance Forms,” "The Life and 
Works of Handel;” and many 
articles in the " Dictionary of 
Music,” edited by Sir George 
Grove. He was the first to re-model 
the organ compass in Ireland to 
the true German compass of C : 
before his time both manual and 
pedal keyboards erroneously were 
made to begin at F or G. Sir R. 
P. Stewart was also the first to 
make the following literary curri- 
culum compulsory in the case of all 
musical graduates: — "A Bachelor 
m Music must pass an Examination 
in the follovung subjects : — (1) 
English Composition, History, and 
Literatui'e ; (2) a modern Language 
(Italian, French, or German; (3) 
Latin, or, instead of it, a second 
modern Language ; (4) Arithmetic.”' 
This was done immediately upon 
his election to the chair of Music in 
the University of Dublm m 1862, 
before which date no literary ex- 
amination was required of any 
graduate in music, at any College 
or University in the Kingdom. 
The Universities of Oxford, Cam- 
bridge, and London, adopted this 
idea in 1878 ; some private Colleges 
hafving done so about 1872. 

STEWART, Thomas Grainger, 
M.D., born in Edinburgh, Sept. 
23, 1837, was educated at the High 
School and University of Edm- 
burgh, and after graduating, he 
stufied in the Universities and 
Hospitals of Berlin, Prague, and 
Vienna, especially under Virchow, 
Rokitansky, and Oppolzer. On his 
return to Edinburgh he became 
Resident Physician in the Royal 
Infirmary, and there made obser- 
vations upon the diagnosis of cer- 
tain forms of kidney iSsease, which 
attracted considerable attention. 
In 1862 he was appomted Path- 
ologist to the Royal Infirmary, and 
Lecturer on Pathology at Surgeons' 
Hall. During the succeeding seven 
years he published numerous papers 
on pathological and clinical sub- 
jects, and in 1869 unsuccessfully 
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contested tlie chair of General ! 
Pathology in the University of 
Edinburgh He then resigned the ' 
Pathologistship and the Physician- 
ship to the Eoyal Hospital for Sick 
Children, and was elected ordinary 
Physician to the Royal Infirmary 
and Lecturer on Clinical Medicine. 
In 1876, on the death of Dr. War- 
burton Begbie, he devoted himself 
exclusively to consulting practice, 
and in the autumn of the same 
year was, on the death of Dr. Uay- 
cock, appointed Professor of the 
Practice of Physic in the University 
of Edinburgh. Dr. Stewart is the 
author of a book on Bright's Dis- 
eases of the Kidneys, which has 
passed through two editions in this 
country, and two in America. The 
views embodied in this work have 
been to a large extent accepted on 
the Continent as well as in this 
country. He has published many 
papers, particularly on the nervous 
system, the lungs, and the liver. 
He is a member of various learned 
societies at home and abroad. He 
has been President and Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Medicine section of the 
British Medical Association, and of 
other Institutions, and has for 
many years taken a special interest 
in the Edinburgh Me<Bcal Students' 
Christian Association. In 1882 he 
was appointed Physician in Ordi- 
nary to Her Majesty the Queen in 
Scotland, in succession to the late 
Sir Rob^ Christison. 

STIGAHD, William, son of the 
late William, Stigand, Esq., of 
Devonport, bom in 1827, was edu- 
cated at Shrewsbury and St. John's 
College, Cambridge. After studying 
the Equity branch of the prof ession 
of the law, he was called to the har 
at Lincoln's Inn in June, 1852 j has 
resided at various times in Prance, 
Italy, and Germany, and has visited 
Spain and the East. He has writ- 
ten A Vision of Barbarossa, and 
other Poems," 1860 j Athenais ; 
or, the Pirst Crusade," 1866; and 
"Life, Work and Opinions of Hein- 
xich Heine/' 2 vqIs, 1875, Mr, 


Stigand has contributed to the 
Quarterly and "Edinburgh Reviews. 

STIRLING, James Hutchison, 
LL.D., born at Glasgow, June 22, 
1820, was educated at Glasgow 
University for nine consecutive 
winter sessions in ai'ts and medi- 
cine, and spent six years afterwards 
in Prance and Germany, He be- 
came LL.D of Edinburgh, 1867, 
and a Foreign Member of the 
Philosophical Society of Berlin, 
1871. In earlier days he held ap- 
pointments as surgeon to the Hir- 
wain and other iron and coal works. 
South Wales, but he relinquished 
professional practice in 1851, and 
went to the continent to pursue 
there those literary and philosophi- 
cal studies which, as a student at 
college, he had shown a taste for or 
gained distinction in. Returning 
to England in 1857, he devoted 
idmself to the study of philosophy 
and literary pui'suits generally. 
Leaving earlier contributions out 
of view, he published in 1865 " The 
Secret of Hegel," from the appear- 
ance of which work there dates in 
Great Britain, academically and 
generally, a new movement towards 
the study of philosophy, more par- 
ticularly German and ancient. Ex- 
cluding contributions to periodical 
organs, the following are the titles 
of his other works, with their dates 
of issue : — " Sir William Hamilton, 
on the Philosophy of Perception," 
1865 ; " Schwegler's History of 
Philosophy, translated and anno- 
tated," 1867, sixth edit., 1877 ; 
" Jerrold, Tennyson, and Macaulay, 
with other Critical Essays," 1868 ; 
" Address on Materialism," 1868 ; 
" As Regards Protoplasm, 1869, 
second edit., 1872 ; " Lectures on 
the Philosophy of Law, &c.," 1873 ; 
"Burns in Drama together with 
Saved Leaves," 1878 

STIRLING, Mbs., an accom- 
plished and versatile actress, daugh- 
ter of the late Capt. Hehl, of the 
Horse Guards, horn in Queen 
Street, Mayfair, in 1817, was edu- 
1 oated at a convent in Prance, and 
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on her return home, finding that 
her family had fallen into pecuniary 
difficulties, she determmed, al- 
though then hut sixteen years of 
age, to try her fortune upon the 
stage. Adopting the name of Miss 
Fanny Clifton, she obtained an 
engagement at the East London 
Theatre, at which her reception was 
encouraging, attributable in no 
small degree to her handsome per- 
son and musical voice. This was 
followed by a better engagement 
at the Pavilion, where she met MCr 
Edward Stirling, the stage manager, 
to whom she was soon afterwards 
married. Mrs. Stirling'’s next pro- 
fessional engagement was with Mr 
Bavidge, of the Liverpool Theatre, 
where she remained one season, 
went to Birmingham, and soon 
after returned to London, and 
played at the Adelphi in Yicto- 
rine,^^ ^‘'The Bream at Sea/-' and 
other new pieces. About this time 
she accepted an engagement for 
three years under Mr. Macready, at 
Brury Lane, where she obtained 
important parts, and won her way 
to popularity. Her next engage- 
ment was at the Princess's, where 
she took leading Shaksperian cha- 
racters, both tragic and comic j and 
amongst these her Cordelia was 
regarded as the most successful, 
though in Rosalind, Besdemona, 
and Portia her talents were dis- 
played to great advantage. Mrs. 
Stirlmg's engagements at the 
Olympic and at the Strand Theatres, 
under M!r Farren, are still fresh 
in public recollection, and her more 
recent performances at the Hay- 
market, Adelphi, and St. James's 
Theatres, have been attended with 
great success, especially in the pro- 
minent parts of Lady Teazle, in 
Sheridan's comedy of The School 
for Scandal," Lady Gay Spanker, 
Maritana, the Widow Green, Mrs. 
Bracegirdle, in the '^Tragic Queen," 
and Peg Woffington. 

STIRLING, The Right Rev. 
Waite Hochin, B.B., Bishop of 
the Falkland Islands, son of Capt. | 


Thomas Stirling, R.N, by Maria, 
daughter of the late Mr. Wilham 
Hockin, solicitor, of Bartmouth, 
was bom at Bartmouth, and edu- 
cated at Exeter College, Oxford 
(BA. 1851). Having held the 
curacy of St Mary's, Nottingham, 
he was appointed Secretary of the 
South American Missionary Society 
in London, and afterwards Super- 
intendent Missionary at Terra del 
Fuego, of the same society. In 
1869 he was made Bishop of the 
Falkland Islands, being consecrated 
in Westminster Abbey on Bee. 21. 
He is joint author of "The Story 
of Commander Allen Gardiner, 
R.N., with Sketches of Missionary 
Work in South America," 1867. 

STOCKS, Ltjmb, R.A., bom Nov. 
30, 1812, at Lightcliffe, in the parish 
of Halifax, Yorkshire, was educated 
at Horton, near Bradford, and 
elected Associated Engraver of the 
Royal Academy in 1853, and Royal 
Academician in 1872. Mr. Stocks 
commenced his profession as line 
engraver in 1833, engra-ving sub- 
jects after Stothard, &c., for the 
Annuals of that period, then plates 
for Finden's Gallery of British Art, 
after Maclise — " Fitting out Moses 
for the Fair," and others; "Raf- 
faelle and -the Fomarina," after 
Sir A. W. Callcott, engraved for 
the Art Union of London in 1843 ; 
" The Bame School," 1849, and 
"The Rubber," after Webster, 
1851, followed; and for -the Asso- 
ciation for the Promotion of the 
Fine Arts in Scotland he engraved 
" The Glen Maiden," after Lauder ; 
"The Gentle Shepherd," after 
Wilkie, and others. He also en- 
graved, after Frith — " Bed-Time," 
"The Birth-Bay," and " Claude Bu- 
val;" after Maclise, "The Meeting 
of Wellin^on and Blucher," from 
the painting in the Royal Gallery 
at Westminster ; after Mulready, 
"The Fight Interrupted," 1874; 
after Sir I'. Leighton, " The Oda- 
lisque," 1875 ; after T. Faed, " The 
Silken Gown," 1875 ; and after Sir 
Noel Baton, ‘‘Olivia and Viola " 1876, 
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STODBABI), Biohard Henry, ' 
was 1)0111 at Hingham, Mass., in 
July, 1825. His family removed, 
in 1835, to Hew York, where he 
learned the trade of an iron-moulder. 
In 1848 he began to write for pe- 
riodicals both in prose and verse. 
In 1863 he received an appointment 
in the Hew York Custom-House, 
which he held until 1870, at the 
same time continuing his literary 
labours. He has published : Boot- 
prints,” 1849; Poems,” 1852; 
Adventures in Eairy-Land,” 1853 ; 
Songs of Summer,” 1857 ; ^^Town 
and Country,” 1857 ; " Life of 

Alexander von Humboldt,” 1859 ,

“The Story of Little Bed Biding 
Hood,” 1864 ; “ Under Green 

Leaves,” 1865 ; “ Late English 
Poets,” 1865 ; “ Melodies and Mad- 
rigals, mostly from the Old English 
Poets,” 1865 ; “ The Children in 
the Wood,” 1866; “Putnam, the 
Brave,” 1869 ; “ The Book of the 
East, and other Poems,” 1871 ; new 
and enlarged editions of “Gris- 
wold^s Poets of America,” 1873; 
“ Female Poets of America,” 1874; 
“ Poets and Poetry of England in 
the nineteenth Century,” 1875 ; 
“Memoir of Edgar Allen Poe,” 
1875; and “Henry Wadsworth 
Lon^eUow,” 1882. He has also 
edited a series of dainty works, 
entitled “ Brie - k - Brae Series ” 
(1874-75); and“ Sans Souci Serie^,” 
and more recently a number of 
volumes relating to English literary 
history and memorabilia. He was, 
for a short time after leaving the 
Custom House, City Librarian, and 
is now on the editorial staff of the 
Hew York Mail and Express. His 
wife, Elizabeth B. B. Stoddard, 
bom at Mattapoiset, Massachusetts, 
in 1823, is adso a contributor to 
periodicals, and has published three 
novels: “The Morgesons,” 1862; 
“ Two Men,” 1865 ; and “ Temple 
House,” 1867. 

STOKES, George Gabriel, 
P.B.S.^bomAug. 13, 1819, at Skreen, 


CO. Sligo, was educated atBr.WaU^e 
school, in Bublin, at the Bristol 
College, and at Pembroke College, 
Cambridge, where he graduated 
B.A. in 1841, as Senior Wrangler, 
and was elected to a Fellowship. 
In 1849 he was appointed to the 
Lucasian Professorship of Mathe- 
matics, and in 1852 was awarded 
the Bumford Medal by the ]^yal 
Society (of which he had been 
chosen a member a few months 
before), in recognition of his ser- 
vices to the cause of science by his 
discovery of the change in the re- 
frangibility of light An account 
of this discovery will be found in 
the “Philosophical Transactions” 
for 1852. Mr. Stokes, who was 
chosen one of the Secretaries to the 
Boyal Society in 1854, and was Pre- 
sident of the British Association at 
the meeting at Exeter in 1869, has 
contribute d to the Transactions of 
'ievB?Sri9ars3t^ societies, and has 
delivered professorial lectures at 
Cambridge, and at the Museum of 
Practical Geologw in London. The 
degree of LL.BrVas conferred on 
Professor Stokes by the Umversity 
of Edinburgh, Aug.-arr487l. 

STOKES, Colonel Sir John, 
K C B., son of the Bev. John Stokes> 
Vicar of Cobham, Kent, was born\ 
there in 1825, and received his edu-l 
cation at the Proprietary School,! 
Bochester, and at the Militai’y Aca- 
demj, Woolwich. He entered the 
Boyal Engineers as Second Lieu- 
tenant in 1843. He saw active ser- 
vice in the Caff re Wars of 1846-7 
and 1850-1, for which he has the 
medal, and received the thanks of 
the Commander-in-Chief on two oc- 
casions. In 1851 he was appointed 
to act as Beputy Adjutant-General 
of the Field Force in Caffraria, and 
assisted in organizing levies among 
the Hottentots, and was otherwise 
engaged. In 1856 he was appointed 
Cmef Engmeer to the Turkish Con- 
tingent, and raised and organized 
the Engineer Corps and T&am of 
that force. In the winter of 1865-6 
he was employed in fortifying 
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Kerfcclij for wliich lie obtained a 
brevet majorityj the Turkish Medalj 
and the Order of the Medjidie, 
fourth class. In July, 1856^ he was 
appointed Her Majesty's Commis- 
sioner for the Danube, under tlie 
Treaty of Paris. In 1861 he was 
nominated Yice Consul in the delta 
of the Danube, and in 1865 he 
signed the convention for regulat- 
ing the navigation of the mouths 
of that river. He was in command 
of the Eoyal Engineers in South 
Wales from May, 1872, to Aug 
1873 ; British Commissioner on the 
International Tonnage Commis- 
sion from Aug. to Dec 1873 ^ was 
employed on Suez Canal affams in 
London and Egypt in 1874 and 
1875, and representative of G-reat 
Britain in that company since 1876 , 
was in command of the Royal En- 
gineer^ at Chatham from Jan. to 
Nov. 1875 ; and was Commandant 
of the School of Military Engmeer- 
ing at Chatham from the latter 
date to 1881. He was attached to 
Mr. Cave’s special mission to Egypt 
in Dec. 1875. He was promoted to 
a Lieutenant-Colonelcy in 1867, 
and became a full Colonel in 1876. 
In 1871 he was nominated a Com- 
panion of the Bath, and in 1877 a 
Knight Companion of the same 
Order (civil division). In 1881 he 
was appointed Deputy-Adjutant- 
General Royal Engmeers. 

STOKES, William, was born at 
Brighton, Mar. 20, 1836. After 
achieving remarkable success in 
his native town, he appeared in 
London, and on June 18, 1861, gave 
his first Lecture on Memory at the 
Royal Colosseum, Regent’s Park, 
with which he was connected for 
about nineteen months, when it 
closed; and on Feb. 12, 1863, he 
delivered his first lecture at the 
Royal Polytechnic Institution, Re- 
gent Street, with which he was 
associated for nearly nineteen year^, 
lecturing on the last day of that 
institution, Jan. 21, 1882. The 
soundness of Mr. Stokes’s Theory 
of Memory, the simplicity and 


effectiveness of his Memory Aids, 
his singular gift of teachmg, and 
his untiring energy and perse- 
verance, have rendered him the 
most eminent Professor of Memory 
of the ago. He has lectured and 
taught at Christ Church, Oxford ; 
Trinity College, Cambridge; and 
at innumerable other colleges, 
schools, and places of entertain- 
ment throughout the kingdom ; 
and his influence has extended to 
the colonies, America, and abroad. 
In addition to his popular treatise 

Stokes on Memory,” he has 
written the standard series of 
Memory Aiding works on Rapid 
Readmg, Writing, Arithmetic, 
Drawing, Music, and other sub- 
jects. He is now at the Polytechnic, 
which was re-opened on a fresh 
basis in Sept. 1882 , and he gives 
frequent demonstrations of his 
system at the Royal Aquarium, 
W estminster. 

STONE, Edward Jambs, F.R.S., 
IS of Devonshire extraction, but 
was born in London, Feb. 28, 1831. 
He commenced the study of both 
classics and mathematics late in 
Hfe (when more than twenty). 
He graduated as fifth Wrangler at 
Cambridge in 1859, and was imme- 
diately elected a Fellow of Queen’s 
College. He was appointed chief 
assistant at Greenwich in 1860; 
Her Majesty’s Astronomer at the 
Cape of Good Hope in 1870; and 
RadcHffe Observer at Oxford in 
1879. He has contributed a large 
number of papers on all branches 
of astronomy to the Royal Astro- 
nomical Society, and the results of 
experiments on the heating powers 
of stars, magnetic observations 
made in Namaquland, and a deter- 
mination of the velocity of sound, 
to the Royal Society. Whilst at 
the Cape, besides reducing and 
publishing the observations made 
by his predecessor (Cape Cata- 
logues, 184D, 1860), he commenced 
and completed a systematic obser- 
vation of the Southern heavens from 
the South Pole to 115. N.P.D. The 
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results were formed into a Catalogue 
of 12,441 stars, wMcli was completed 
after Ins return to England, and 
published in 1881. He received tbe 
Gold Medal of tbe Royal Astrono- 
mical Society m 1868, and tbe 
Lalande Prize of the French Aca- 
demy of Sciences in 1881. Mr Stone 
is a member of the Council of the 
Royal Society, and President of the 
Royal Astronomical Sociefay , and 
was intrusted by the committee 
appointed by the Government to 
organize plans for the observation 
of the Transit of Venus in 1882. 

STONE, Mabcus, A.R.A., painter 
of historical and genre subjects, 
son of the late Frank Stone, A R A , 
a distinguished artist (who died in 
1859), was bom in London July 4, 
1840. He received his education 
at home, and was never a student 
in any Art School He was elected 
an Associate of the Royal Academy 
Jan. 24, 1877. Mr. Stone received 
one of the medals awarded to the 
English School at the Vienna and 
Philadelphia International Exhibi- 
tions. As a very young man he 
illustrated Dickens, and lately An- 
thony Trollope and the Gornhill 
Magazine, Mr Stone has been much 
in Paris, and has visited Italy 
several times. He exhibited first 
in 1858, and achieved his earliest 
marked success m 1863 with " From 
Waterloo to Paris,” a picture of 
Napoleon in a peasant's cottage 
His principal pictures smce then 
are : Stealing the Keys,” 1866 , 

" Nell Gwynne,” 1867 ; "The 
Princess Elizabeth forced to attend 
Mass,” 1869 j " Henry VIII. and 
Anne Boleyn,” 1870; "The Royal 
Nursery,” 1871 ; " Edward 11. and 
Piers Gaveston,” 1872 ; " Le Roi est 
Mort — Vive le Roi,” 1873 ; " My 
Lady is a Widow and Childless,” 
1874 , “ Sain et Sauf,” 1875 ; " An 
Appeal for Mercy,” 1876 ; " A Sacri- 
fice,” 1877 , "The Post Bag,” "The 
Time of Roses,” 1878; "In the 
Shade,” 1879 ; " Amour ou Patrie,”

chased under the terms of the 
Chantrey bequest by the Royal 
Academy); " An Offer of Marriage ” 
and "Asleep,” 1883. Several of 
these have been engraved. Mr. 
Stone has painted some landscapes, 
and some water-colour pictures. 

STOREY, George Adolphus, 
A.R.A., born in London, Jan. 7, 
1834, was educated at Paris by M. 
Joseph Morand, professor in the 
Athenee Royale, his painting mas- 
ter being M. J. L. Dulong. He re- 
turned to London in 1850, and at- 
tended Mr. J M. Leigh's school in 
Newman Street. He first exhibited 
at the Royal Academy in 1852, " A 
Family Portrait , ” in 1853, " A 
Madonna and Child ; ” and in 1854 
was admitted a student at the Aca- 
demy. Subsequently, he exhibited 
" Sacred Music,” " The Widowed 
Bride,” " The Bride's Burial,” " The 
Annunciation,” and "The Closed 
House, 1665.” In 1863 he was in 
Spam, painting portraits at Madrid. 
In the following year he first at- 
tracted the special notice of the 
public by his picture of " The 
Meeting of William Seymour with 
the Lady Arabella Stuart at the 
Court of James I., 1009 ” It was 
followed by a "Royal Challenge,” 
1865, representing Henry VIII. 
playing at smgle-stick with a rustic ; 
" Godiva,” 1865 ; " Children at 
Breakfast” (exhibited at Mr. Gam- 
bart's Gallery, Pall Mall), 1866; 
"After You,” 1867, "The Shy 
Pupil,” 1868; "The Old Soldier,” 
and " Boys Going to School,” 1869 , 
" The Duet,” and " Only a Rabbit,” 
1870 , " Rosy Cheeks,” and " Les- 
sons,” 1871; "A Lovers' Quarrel,” 
and " Little Butter-Cups,” 1872 ; 
" Scandal,” " Love in a Maze,” and 
"Mistress Dorothy,” 1873, "The 
Blue Girls of Canterbury,” " Little 
Swansdown,” " Dame Octavia Beau- 
«Qont,” and " Grandmamma's Christ- 
mas Visitors,” 1874 , " Mrs. Pinch,” 
" Caught,” " Miss Caro Armitage,” 
and "The Whip Hand,” 1876 ; "A 
Dancing Lesson” and "My Lady 
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Bella/" 18'76 , “ The Old Pump- 
room, Bath/" "The Judgment of 
Paris/" and " Christmas Eve/" 1877 j 
"Sweet Margery/" 1878, "Lilies, 
Oleanders, and the Pink,"" and 
"Orphans,"" 1879, "PoILow My 
Leader,"" "Late for Church/" and 
"Daphne/" 1880 ; "The Ivory Door/" 
and "The Coral Necklace,"" 1881; 
" Coracles on the Dee,"" " Pen- 
sive Daughter/" and "Out for a 
Walk,"" 1882 , " The Connoisseur,"" 
and " Sunflower/" 1883 ; besides 
numerous portraits. Nearly all the 
above-named pictures were exhi- 
bited at the Royal Academy. Mr. 
Storey was elected an A.R.A. in 
April, 1876. 

STORY, The Rev. Robert Her- 
bert, bom at Roseneath Manse, 
Scotland, Jan. 28, 1835, being son 
of the Rev. Robert Story, minister 
of that parish. He was educated 
afc Edinburgh, Heidelberg, and St. 
Andrews ; was appointed assistant- 
minister of St. Andrew"s Church, 
Montreal, in Eeb., 1859 ; ordained 
there Sept. 20, 1859 ; presented by 
the Duke of Argyll in the same 
year to the parish of Roseneath on 
the death of his father, and in- 
ducted to the charge in Eeb., 1860, 
and received the degree of D.D., 
honons causd^ from the University 
of Edinburgh, April 22, 1874. Be- 
sides contributions to current lite- 
rature of a minor character, he has 
published " Life of the Rev. Robert 
Story, including passages of Scot- 
tish Ecclesiastical History during 
the Second Quarter of the Present 
Centm*y,” 1862; "Chidst the Con- 
soler, being a Manual of Scrip- 
ture, Hymns, and Prayers/" 1864, 
"Memoir and Remains of Robert 
Lee, D.D 2 vols., 1870 ; "William 
Carstares : a Character and Career 
of the Revolutionary Epoch, 1649 — 
1715/" 1874 ; " Creed and Conduct ; 
Sermons preached in Roseneath 
Church/" 1878 , " Health Haunts of 
the Riviera,"" 1880. As one of the 
founders of the Scottish "Church 
Service Society,"" and convener of 
its "editorial committee,"" he has 


had charge of its publication of 
" Euchologion • a Book of Common 
Order,"" now in the 4th edition, 
and has assisted in the promotion 
of the Liturgical restoration in the 
Chinch of Scotland. Dr. Story is a 
memberof the " Moderate "" or Broad 
Church party. 

STORY, William Wetmore, 
born at Salem, Massachusetts, Eeb. 
19, 1819. A.B. (Harvard), 1838. 
He studied law under his father. 
Judge Joseph Story, and published 
several legal works, but subse- 
quently devoted himself to sculp- 
ture and literature. Since 1848, 
he has passed most of his time 
in Italy, but is now in the 
United States, engaged upon a 
statue of Chief-Justice Marshall. 
Among his sculptures are numerous 
ideal figures and groups, many ad- 
mirable busts, a statue of Edward 
Everett, and another of Greorge 
Peabody for the Corporation of 
London. Among his prose publi- 
cations are "Lue and Letters of 
Joseph Story,"" 1851 , " Roba di 
Roma, 1862 ; " The American Ques- 
tion,"" 1862; "Proportions of tlie 
Human Eigure,"" 1866 ; Q-raffiti 
d"ItaHa,"" 1869; and "Castle St. 
Angelo/" 1877. In poetry he has 
pubhshed "Nature and Art/" the 
Phi Beta Kappa poem at Harvard, 
1844 ; a volume of " Poems,"" 1847 ; 
"The Roman Lawyer in J erusalem/' 
1870 ; and " Tragedy of Nero,"" 1875. 

STOTS BASm, Tycoon or Sio- 
goun of Japan, was born in 1835, 
and usually resides in the palace at 
Jeddo. He received Sir Harry 
Parkes, the British Minister Ex- 
traordinary to Japan, May 1, 1867, 
at the palace at Osaca. 

STOUGHTON, The Rev. John, 
D.D., born at Norwich, Nov. 18, 
1807, was educated at Highbuiy 
College, Islington, now incorporated 
with New College, St John’s Wood, 
and University College, London. 
He was appointed pastor of the 
Congregational Church, Windsor, 
in 1832, and thence removed to 
Kensington in 1813, where he re- 
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mained in ojffiee until 1875, and on 
Ms retirement received a presenta- 
tion from Ms congregation of ^83,000. 
He became Professor of .Historical 
Theology and Homiletics in New 
College, St John's Wood, the same 
year, wMch oflS.ce he still retains 
He received the degree of D.D. at 
Edinburgh in 1869 , was Congrega- 
tional Lecturer in 1855, and Chair- 
man of the Congregational Union 
of England and Wales in 1856. He 
took an active pai’t m the Confer- 
ence at New York, 1873, and Basle, 
1879, in connection with the Evan- 
gelical Alliance, of which he is an 
honorary secretary. Dr. Stoughton 
is the author of numerous works, of 
which the following are the prin- 
cipal : '' Windsor in the olden Time,” 
1844 ; " Spiritual Heroes,” 1848 , 
" Ages of Christendom,” 1856 , 
" Church and State Two Hundred 
Tears Ago,” 1862 3 ^^Ecclesiastical 
History of England,” 5 vols., 1867- 
743 '' Haunts and Homes of Martin 
Luther,” 1875 ; “ Lights of the 
World,” 1876 3 Progress of Divine 
Revelation,” 1878 3 “ Our English 
Bible : its Translations and Trans- 
lators,” 1878 3 Worthies of 
Science,” " Introduction to Histori- 
cal Theology,” " Footprints of Ita- 
lian Reformers,” “William Wilber- 
force,” and “ William Penn,” 1882. 
The large work on Ecclesiastical 
History, continued to the end of 
the last century, has been re-pub- 
Ushed in 6 vols., 1881, under the 
title of “ Religion in England from 
the Opening of the Long Parliament 
to the end of the Eighteenth Cen- 
tu^.” 

STOWE, Mbs. Harriet Eliza- 
beth, daughter of Lyman Beecher, 
bom at Litchfield, Connecticut, 
Jime 15, 1811. She was associated 
with her sister Catharme in the 
labours of a school at Hartford in 
1827, afterwards removed to Walnut 
EQU, near Cincinnati, and was 
mariied in 1832 to the Rev. Calvin 
E- Stowe, D.D. Mrs. Stowe wrote 
several tales and sketches, which 
were afterwards collected under the 


title of “The May Flower,” 1849. 
In 1850 she contributed to the 
National Era, an anti-slavery paper 
published at Washmgton, “Uncle 
Tom's Cabin,” as a serial This 
was published in book-form in 
1852, and met with great success 3 
313,000 copies were sold in the 
United States within three years 
and a half, and in all, over half a 
million copies, including a Q-erman 
edition. In Great Britain its sale 
was enormous. It has been tmns- 
lated into more than twenty lan- 
guages, including Welsh, Russian, 
Armenian, Arabic, Chinese, and 
Japanese , there were fourteen 
different German and four different 
French versions 3 and it was dra- 
matised ill various forms. She 
subsequently published, “A Peep 
into Uncle Tom's Cabin for Chil- 
dren,” 1853 3 “ A Key to Uncle 
Tom's Cabin,” giving the original 
facts and statements on which that 
work was based, 1853 3 and “ The 
Christian Slave,” a di’ama, founded 
upon “Uncle Tom's Cabin,” 1855. 
“ Uncle Sam's Emancipation ” was 
issued in 1853 She visited Europe 
in 1853, and in the following year 
published “ Sunny Memories of 
Foreign Lands.” A little work 
entitled “ Geography for My Chil- 
dren” was published in 1855, and 
the next year appeared her second 
anti-slavery novel, “Dred: a'Tale 
of the Dismal Swamp,” re-published 
in 1859 under the title of “Nina 
Gordon.” In subsequent works 
Mrs. Stowe has delmeated the 
domestic life of New England of 
fifty or a hundred years ago. Her 
other published works are, '^Our 
Charley, and what to do with Him,” 
1859, “The Minister's Wooing,” 
1859 , “ The Pearl of Orr’s Island,” 
1862 5 “ Agnes of Sorrento,” 1863 , 
“Reply on Behalf of the Women of 
America to the Christian Address of 
many thousand Women of Great 
Britain,” 1863 5 The Ravages of a 
Carpet,” 1864 3 “ House and Home 
Papers,” 1864; “Religious Poems,” 
1865; “Stories about our Dogs,” 
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1S65 , Little Foxes/"* 1865 , Quee 
Little People/" 1867, "‘‘Daisy’s First 
Winter, and other Stories/" 1867 
"" The Chimney Corner/" 1868 ; "" Me 
of Our Times , or. Leading Patriots 
of the Day/" 1868, ""Old-tow 
Folks/" 1869; ""Little Pussy Wil 
low/" 1870; ""Pink and Whit€ 
Tyranny/" 1871 ; "" Sam Lawson"; 
Fireside Stories/" 1871 , ""My Wifi 
and I/" 1872 ; "" Palmetto Leaves/ 
1873; ""Bett"s Bright Idea, am 
other Tales,"" 1875; ""We and Ou 
hTeighbours,"" 1875 ; "" Footsteps o 
Our Master,"" 1876 , "" Bible Hero 
ines/" 1878, ""Poganuc People 
their Loves and their Lives,"" 1878 
""A Dog’s Mission/" 1881. In Sept 
1869, Mrs. Stowe contributed to the 
Atlantic Monthly and to Macnnllan^s 
Magazine an article entitled ""The 
True Story of Lady Byron"s Life,"' 
in which she accused Lord Byron 
of incest. This article evoked a 
storm of literary criticism, which 
was by no means allayed by the 
publication in 1870 of her work en- 
titled ""Lady Byron Vindicated."" 
Mrs. Stowe’s home is in Hartford, 
Connecticut, but she passes much of 
her time in Florida, where she has 
an orange plantation. 

STRACHAH, The Rioht Rev. 
John Milleb, M.D., Bishop of 
Rangoon, received his education in 
the Xlniversity of Edinburgh. He 
took orders in 1862, and became 
incumbent of St. Thome, Madras. 
He was appointed to the Bishopric 
of Rangoon when it became vacant 
by the resignation of Dr. Titcomb, 
and he was consecrated to that see 
by the Archbishop of Canterbury in 
the chapel of Lambeth Palace, May 
1, 1882. 

STRAFFORD, Loed. See En- 
piELD, Viscount. 

STRATHNAIRN (Babon), 
Field-Mabshau The Right Hon. 
Hugh Henbt Rose, O.C.H ,G-.C.S I., 
son of the late Right Hon. Sii’ George 
H. Rose, G.C.H., for many years 
member for Christ Church, British 
Minister at Berlin, &c. (who died in 
1855), bom in 1803, was <iducated 


at Berlin , entered the army in 
1820 , and after attaining the rank 
of Lieut. Col. became successively 
Consul-General in Syria, Secretary 
of Embassy and Charge d" Affaires 
at the Porte and Commissioner 
at the head-quarters of the French 
army in the East in 1855-56. While 
acting as Charge d’ Affaires at the 
Porte, he displayed, according to 
Mr. Kinglake, great foresight in 
ui'ging upon the admiral in command 
of the Mediterranean fleet the policy 
of making a naval demonstration 
at the critical moment when Prince 
Menschikoff, by his domineering 
attitude, had nearly succoodod in 
intimidatmg the Sultan and his 
ministers. During the Indian mu- 
tiny the command of the Central 
India field force was bestowed upon 
him, and for his able services at tins 
perilous period, culminating in the 
fall of Jhansi, he was created first 
a K.C.B. and afterwards a G.C.B., 
besides receiving the thanks of 
Parliament, and when the order of 
the Star of India was instituted, ho 
was one of the earliest of the re- 
cipients of that honour. On the 
return to Europe of the late Lord 
‘‘lyde. Sir Hugh Rose succeeded 
him as Commander - in - Chief in 
India, and it fell to his lot, while 
holding this high post, to super- 
intend and direct the amalgamation 
►f the Queen’s forces with the armies 
►f the late East India Company. 
By his zeal, energy, and professional 
ikill on this occasion, he succeeded 
'n reforming many old-standing 
ibuses and defects, and greatly pro- 
moted the comfort and elficienoy of 
lie troops. He resigned the post 
>f Coinmander-in-Chiof in India in 
865, and took command of Her 
Majesty’s forces in Ireland. In 
^869 he was appointed to succeed 
the late Lord Gough in the com- 
inand of the Royal Horse Guards ; 
nd in 1870 ho resigned the command 
n Ireland . His lordship is a General 
n the army, and is regarded as one 
•f the ablest of our general officers. 
He was made a D.C.L. at Oxford in 
3 n 
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June, 1865, and was raised to tlie 
peerage as Baron Strathnairn, of 
Strat]inaim,intlie county of Nairn, 
and of Jhansi, East Indies, July 28, 
1866. He was advanced to tlie 
rank of Eield-Marshal xn June, 
1877. 

STEOSSMATER, Tim Eight 
Eev. Joseph, D.B , a prelate of tke 
Roman Churck, born at Essalc, in 
Sclavonia, Feb. 4/ 1815, received 
bis education in tbe universities of 
Vienna and Padua, and on May 20, 
1850, was consecrated Bisbop of 
Bosnia and Sirmio. Dui’ing tbe 
sittings of tbe ^Ecumenical Council 
of tbe Vatican in 1869-70, be was 
constantly represented as an earnest 
opponent of tbe dogmatization of 
tbe infallibility of tbe Pope. Several 
journals went so far as to reproduce 
tbe text of a speech alleged to 
bave been delivered at tbe Council 
by Mgr. Strossmayer , but in 1872 
tbe Bisbop addressed to tbe Frangms 
a letter in wbicb be says — 

Lattc'rly several bberal, or ratber 

j « o ’ Kid Lucral papers, bave pub- 
-....aw pr die nde speech, supposed 
10 iiave oeen made by myself at 
tbe Vatican Council. I resolutely 
and absolutely deny ever having 
made any such discourse. I never 
said a word during tbe entire Coun- 
cil wbicb could in any way diminish 
tbe authority of tbe Holy See, or 
tend to promote discord in tbe 
Cburcb." 

STUAET, The Eight Eev. Ed- 
ward Craig, D.I).,was consecrated 
Bisbop of Waiapu, Jan. 1, 1878, at 
Auckland, by tbe Metropobtan of 
New Zealand. 

STUAET, James, M.A,, bom at 
Balgonie works, Markincb, Fife- 
sbire (of wbicb works bis father 
was owner), Jan. 2, 1843, was edu- 
cated at borne, afterwards at St. 
Andrews University, and then at 
Trinity College, Cambridge. He 
became Fellow of Trinity College 
in 1867, Assistant-Tutor of that 
College in 1868, first Professor of 
Mecbanisni and Applied Mechanics 
in tbe University of Cambridge, 


Nov. 17, 1875. He graduated as 
third Wrangler in 1866 j M.A. of 
tbe University of Cambridge in 
1869; LL.D. of tbe University of 
St. Andrews in 1876. Professor 
Stuart has taken a leading part m 
popular education. He inaugurated 
the system of courses of educa- 
tional lectures of a University stan- 
dard in connection with Cambridge 
and Oxford, in Nottingham, Shef- 
field, and many other towns, on 
tbe system mdicated by bis experi- 
ments, and recommended by him 
to tbe universities. He has been 
instrumental in tbe foundation and 
establishment of several local col-, 
leges ; has taken special interest in 
women^s education; having origi- 
nated tbe Ladies' Lectures in 1867, 
and tbe Cambridge Higher Exami- 
nation for Women in 1868. He 
has been a consistent friend of all 
movements for tbe amehoration of 
tbe condition of women, and hono- 
rary Secretary of "La Fwd^ration 
Britannique Continentale et Q-4n6- 
rale pour la r51evement de la mo- 
rality pubbque.” He has taken an 
active part in tbe organization of 
university education, and especially 
in its adaptation to tbe wants of 
tbe engineering profession, having 
founded extensive workshops 'and 
drawing offices in tbe University of 
Cambridge. He is an Associate 
Member of tbe Institute of Civil 
Engmeers, and member of tbe 
Council of tbe University of Cam- 
bridge , and Representative of tbe 
University and tbe governing 
bodies of tbe colleges at Bristol, 
Nottingham, Liverpool, Sheffield, 
and Aberystwitb. He is tbe author 
of " Six Lectures to tbe Workmen 
of Crewe;” "Science and Religion, 
a Lecture ; ” " Tbe New Abobtion- 
ists;” "A Letter on University 
Extension, addressed to tbe Univer- 
sity of Cambridge,” and a number 
of articles, speeches, and pamphlets 
on educational, scientific, and social 
questions. 

STUBBS, The Eev. William, 
D.I). of Oxford, and honorary 
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LL.I). of Cambridge and Edin- 
burgh ; bom at Knaresborough, 
June 21, 1825, was educated at the 
G-rammar School, Eipon, and at 
Christ Church, Oxford, where he 
took a first-class in classics and a 
third in mathematics, and was 
elected to a Fellowship at Trinity- 
College. He was ordained in IS^IS, 
became vicar of Navestock, Essex, 
m 1850, and Librarian to Arch- 
bishop Longley, at Lambeth, in 
1862 He was Uiocesan Inspector 
of Schools in the diocese of Eo- 
chester from 1860 till 1866, when 
he was appointed Eegius Professor 
of Modern History at Oxford In 
1867 he was elected Fellow of Oriel 
College, Oxford , in 1876 an hono- 
rary Fellow of Balliol, and, in 
1878, an honorary student of Christ 
Church. On Nov. 20, 1869, he was 
elected Curator of the Bodleian 
Library, vice Professor Conington, 
deceased ; and in 1872 was chosen 
as a member of the Hebdomadal 
Council. In 1875 he was presented 
to the Eectory of Cholderton, Wilts 
In 1879 he was appointed Canon 
Eesidentiary of S. Paul's ; and in 
consequence resigned -fche rectory 
of Cholderton. He published, iu 
1850, "Hymnale secundum usum 
Sarum j ” in 1858, '' Eegistrum Sa- 
crum Anglicanum ; ” in 1860, 
“Tractatus de Sancta Cruce de 
Waltham j " edited, in 1863, ''Mos- 
heim^s Institutes of Church His- 
tory in 1864 and 1865, ^‘Chronicles 
and Memorials of Eichard I.," pub- 
lished by the Master of the EoUs , 
in 1867, the “ Chronicle," ascribed to 
Benedict of Peterborough, in the 
same series ; in 1868 - 71, the 
Chronicle of Eoger Hoveden ; " 
in 1872-3, the "Memorial of Walter 
of Coventry;" in 1874, "Me- 
morials of S. Uunstan ; " and, 
in 1876, the "Works of Ealph 
de Diceto and several other books 
issued by the Master of the EoUs ; 
in 1870, " Select Charters and 
othei Illustrations of Enghsh Con- 
stitutional History, from the 
Earliest Period to the Eeign of 


Edward I. ; " and published, in 
1874, 1875, and 1878, " The Consti- 
tutional History of England, in its 
Origin and Development,'’ 3 vols. 
Dr. Stubbs is a perpetual delegate 
of the Clarendon Press, Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Surtees and Yorkshne 
Archeeological Society, an honorary 
member of the Eoyal Irish Aca- 
demy and of the Historical Society 
of Massachusetts, a foreign member 
of the Bavarian Academy, a corre- 
sponding member of the Prussian 
Academy, of the American Academy 
of Arts, and of the Eoyal Society 
of Sciences at Gro-fctingen. On March 
30, 1882, he was elected a corre- 
sponding member of the French 
Academy of Sciences. 

SULLIVAN, Alexander Mar- 
tin, second son of Mr. D. Sullivan, 
of Dublin, was bom at Bantry, co. 
Cork, in 1830. While prosecu-fcmg 
his studies as an artist in Dublin 
and London, about 1853, he became 
connected with the newspaper and 
periodical press, and on -the retire- 
ment of Mr., now Sir Charles G-avan 
Duffy, in 1855, became connected 
with the Nation newspaper, of which 
he remained editor and proprietor 
up to the close of 1876. In 1857 
he travelled for a few months in 
America, and published the result 
of a portion of his tour in a little 
work entitled "A Visit to the Valley 
of Wyoming." In 1868 he was twice 
prosecuted by the Government on 
two separate indictments for sedi- 
tion arising out of the Manchester 
executions, and, being convicted on 
one, underwent four months' im- 
prisonment in Eichmond Gaol. 
While in prison, notice of his 
nomination as Lord Mayor of Dublin 
for the ensuing year was made in 
the Municipal Council, of which he 
was a member; but he at once 
stopped the proceedings. On his 
release a committee was formed to 
present him -with a National Testi- 
monial, but he expressed his disin- 
clination to bo the recipient of any 
compliment pecuniarily valuable ; 
and a sum of over ^£300, which had, 
3 u 2 
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however^, l>eeii received meantime 
by the committee^ was bestowed by 
him as an initiatory subscription 
to the statue of Henry G-rattan 
subsequently erected in College 
Green, executed by the late Mr. 
Foley, H.A., shortly previous to his 
decease. He was returned to Par- 
liament, in the Home-Rule interest, 
as one of the members for the 
county of Louth, at the general 
election of Feb., 1874. Peculiar 
importance was supposed to attach 
to his election, from the fact of his 
having been chosen by the Home- 
Rule party as the opponent of the 
Right Hon. Chichester Fortescue, 
then President of the Board of 
Trade, and possessed of very great 
personal, political, and proprietorial 
influence in the county. Mr. Sul- 
livan represented the county of 
Louth tfll the general election of 
1880, when he was elected for 
Meath. He withdrew from Parlia- 
ment in consequence of ill-health in 
1882. He is the author of some 
historical and biographical works, 
including New Ireland/' a series 
of political sketches and personal 
reminiscences of Irish public life, 
which appeared in 1877. In 1876 
he was admitted to the Irish Bar, 
and in 1877 the Benchers of the 
Inner Temple conferred on him the 
exceptional compliment of a "spe- 
cial call " to the English Bar. In 
1876 he terminated his connection 
with Irish journalism, and soon 
afterwards, removing to London, 
devoted himself to practice in the 
legal profession. He is one of the 
original founders of the Home-Rule 
movement, in which he acts a lead- 
ing part. He takes a very active 
interest in all questions of social 
reform, and is a prominent advocate 
of temperance movements. He is a 
Vice-President of the Dublin Work- 
ing Men's Club, and has been 
Chairman of the Executive m the 
Irish Permissive Bill Association 
since its establishment. Mr. Sulli- 
van married, m 1861, Prances 
Genevieve, only surviving daughter 


of the late John Donovan, Esti-, of 
New Orleans. 

SULLIVAN, Sib Abthxjb Sby- 
MOUB, was born in London, May 13, 
1842. His father was principal 
Professor at Kneller Hall, ^ the 
training school for British military 
bands. He received his first syste- 
matic instruction in music at the 
Chapel Royal, St. James’s, under 
the Rev. Thomas Helmore, and he 
was still a chorister when, at the 
age of fourteen, he gained, the first 
time it was competed for, the Men- 
delssohn Scholarship. After two 
years study under Mr. (afterwards 
Sir Sterndale) Bennett, and Mr, 
(afterwards Sir John) Goss, he 
studied at Leipzig for three years 
at the Conservatorium . Upon his 
return to England in 1861, he 
brought with him his music to 
Shakspere's " Tempest/' which was 
performed for the first time at the 
Crystal Palace. His next work was 
the cantata "Kenilworth," pro- 
duced at the Birmingham Festival 
in 1864. This was followed by the 
Symphony in E (Crystal Palace), 

1865, overture, "In Memoriam" 
(Norwich), 1866 ; overture, " Mar- 
mion " (Philhaimonic), 1867 , ora- 
torio, "The Prodigal Son" (Here- 
ford), 1868 , overture, " Di Ballo " 
(Birmingham), 1869, "On Shore 
and Sea" (International Exhibition), 
1871 5 Festival " Te Deum," to com- 
memorate the recovery of the Prince 
of Wales (Crystal Palace), 1872 ; 
oratorio, "The Light of the World" 
(Birmingham), 1873 , and the sacred 
musical drama, "The Martyr of 
Antioch" (Leeds), 1880 Mr Sul- 
livan has also produced the follow- 
ing popular and successful operas 
and operettas • " Cox and Box,'" 

1866 , " Contrabandista," 1867 ; 
"Thespis," 1872 ; "Trial by Jury/: 
1875 ; " Sorcerer,” 1877 ; " H.M.S' 
Pinafore/^ 1878 j "The Pirates ol 
Penzance," 1879 j "Patience," 1881 
and " lolanthe," 1882. His oratoriol 
" The Prodigal Son," was brought^ 
out at the Chester Musical Festival 
in 1882. In his song- writing, which 
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is extensive^ Lis popularity Las Leen 
greater^ perhaps, than that of any 
other English composer. The hono- 
rary degree of Doctor m Music was 
conferred upon him by the Univer- 
sity of Cambridge in 187G , and a 
like honour by the University of 
Oxford in 1879. Sir A. Sullivan 
was Principal of the National Train- 
ing School for Music from its foun- 
dation in 1876 to 1881. He was 
British Commissioner for music at 
the Paris Exhibition in 1878jWhenhe 
was made a Chevaher of the Legion 
of Honour. He is also a Knight of 
the Order of the House of Coburg. 
He was knighted by the Queen at 
Windsor, May 24, 1883 
SULLIVAN, Babby, tragedian, 
born at Birmingham, in 1824, made 
his first appearance on the stage at 
Cork, in 1840, when his success was 
so great that he determined to adopt 
the stage as a profession. After 
studying for some time in Ireland, 
he proceeded to Scotland, and joined 
the company of the Theatre Eoyal, 
Edinburgh, under the management 
of the late W. H Murray ; here he 
remained for several seasons, study- 
ing hard and making rapid strides 
in his profession j he then visited 
Paisley, Dundee, Aberdeen, Glas- 
gow, Liverpool, and Manchester. 
His reputation having reached the 
metropolis, he was engaged by Mr. 
B Webster, and made his first 
appearance in London at the Hay- 
market Theatre, in Nov., 1851, in 
the character of Hamlet, with de- 
cided success. During his continu- 
ance at that theatre he repeatedly 
had the honour of appearing before 
the Queen and the late Prince 
Consort He subsequently had en- 
gagements at the St. James's, 
Sadler's Wells, the Standard, and 
Drury Lane, and after making a 
farewell tour of the United King- 
dom, sailed for America m Nov., 
1857. He met with an enthusiastic 
rec^tion throughout the United 
States and the new Dominion of 
Canada. Beturning to London in 
^ay, 1860, he reappeared at the 


St. James's, &o. ; he then made a 
second tour of the United Kingdom, 
and sailed for Australia in May, 
1861, his success being so great that 
he played nearly one thousand 
nights in Melbourne alone. He 
also held several engagements at 
Sydney, and after paying a visit to 
Queensland, sailed from Brisbane 
for India, and reached England in 
June, 1866, thus completing a tour 
round the world. In the following 
September he reappeared at Drury 
Lane, in the characters of Bichard 
III., Hamlet, Macbeth, &c. About 
1869 and 1870 he was lessee of the 
Holborn Theatre. 

SULLIVAN, The Eiq-ht Hon. 
Ebwabd, bom at Mallow, in July, 
1822, educated at Middleton School, 
county Cork, and at Trinity College, 
Dublin, was called to the Irish bar 
in Michaelmas term, 1848, obtained 
a silk gown in 1858, and was ap- 
pointed Her Majesty's third Ser- 
leant-at-law, on the promotion of 
Mr. Fitzgibbon to one of the Master- 
ships in the Irish Court of Chan- 
cery, in 1860 He was Law Adviser 
to the Crown in 1861 j Solicitor- 
Q-eneral for Ireland from 1865 till 
March, 1866 ; and Attorney- Q-eneral 
for Ireland from Dec., 1868, till 
Jan., 1870, when he was appointed 
Master of the Bolls in Ireland in 
succession to the late Bight Hon. 
John Edward Walsh. He sat in 
the Liberal interest for Mallow 
from July, 1865, till his elevation 
to the juicial bench. 

SULLY, James, M.A., born at 
Bridgwater, Somersetshire, in 1842, 
was educated in the Independent 
“ollege, Taunton, the Begent's 
Park College (one of the affiliated 
soUeges of the University of Lon- 
don), and the University of Uot- 
tingen. He is M.A. and Gold 
Medallist of the University of 
London, where he graduated in 
1866 and 1868 He took to a lite- 
rary career in 1871, beginning as a 
contributor to the Saturday^ Fort- 
nightly, and Westminster Beviews. 
He is the author of Sensations 
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and Intuition: Studies in Psych- 
ology and iBsthetios/' 1874 j and 

Pessimism a History and a 
Criticism/" 1877. These works con- 
tain an exposition and a criticism 
of some of the leading philoso- 
phical questions of the day, devot- 
ing considerable space to German 
literature He is also the author 
of articles on "Esthetics"" and 
“ Dreams "" in the last edition of 
the Encyclopsedia Britannica/" 

SHTEE, The Eioht Eev. An- 
drew Burn, D D., born Nov 30, 
1830, educated at St. Paul"s School, 
London, and at Cambridge, was 
Curate of St. Dunstan’s in the West, 
London, in 1856, incumbent of All 
Saints", Spitalfields, in 1860, and 
was consecrated Bishop of Nelson, 
New Zealand, Aug. 24, 1866. Dr. 
Suter, who was for some time Sec- 
retary to the Church of England 
Young Men"s Society, has published 
several sermons and lectures. 

SWAINSON, William, natural- 
ist, born about the close of the last 
century, published “ Zoological 
Illustrations,"" in 1820 ; followed 
by “ Exotic Conchology,"" in 1821 j 
and by the NaturaliBt"s Guide/" 
in 1822. Having been a frequent 
contributor to periodical hterature 
of papers on his favourite studies, 
he wrote one of the volumes on 
Natural History which appeared in 
" Lardner"s Cabinet Cyclopae^a,"’ 
in 1834. His later works are " The 
Natural History and Classification 
of^ Quadrupeds } "" " The Natural 
Hjstey and Classification of Birds 
“ The Natural History and Classi- 
fication of Pishes ; "" " Animals in 
Menageries ; "" " The Habits and 
Instincts of Animals /" '' The Birds 
of Western Africa,"" and ^'The Fly- 
catchers"" (these tWo in Sir W. 
Jardine"s Naturali8t"s Library) , 
" A Treatise on Malacology , "" 
‘■^Ornithological Drawing;"" ^‘The 
History and Natural Arrangements 
of Insects."" Mr. Swainson has, we 
believe, settled as a colonist in 
New Zealand. 

SWEATMAN, Tke Eight Eey. 


Arthur, D.D., Bishop of Toronto, 
was born in London, England, 
Nov, 19, 1834, being son of the* 
late John Sweatman, M.D. He was 
educated at London University 
College, and is an honour gradnat<3 
of Christ"s College, Cambridge. In 
1862 ho was appointed to the curacy 
of St. Stephen’s, Canonbury, and 
to the Mastersliip of the Moderns’ 
Department of the Islington Pro- 
lirietory School. On the invitation 
of Bishop Hcllmuth, ho acc(‘ptcd 
in 1865 the Head Mastership of 
Hellmuth Boys" College, London, 
Ontario, and at a later date became 
Clerical Secretary to the Synod of 
the Diocese of Huron and Secre- 
tary to the House of Bishops. Ee- 
signing his educational charge, he 
became assistant Eector of St. 
Paul"s, Woodstock, U.C., and Arch- 
deacon of Brant; and, during tlu* 
Bishop of Huron"s absence in Eng- 
land, acted as his commissary. In 
March, 1879, he succeeded Bishop 
Bethune in the see of Toronto.

SWINBUENE, Algernon 
Charles, son of tlie late Admiral 
Charles Henry Swinburne, by Lady 
Jane Henrietta, daughter of George, 
third Earl of Ashlnirnham, and 
grandson of Sir John Edward Swin- 
burne, Bart., of Caphoaton, North- 
umberland, was born in Chester 
Street, Grosvenor Place, London, 
April 6, 1837. He entered as a 
commoner at Balliol College, Ox- 
ford, in 1857, hut left the university 
without taking a degree. He after- 
wards visited Florence, and spent 
some time with the late Walter 
Savage Landor. His first produc- 
tions, "The Queen Mother,"" and 
" Eosamond,"" two plays, published 
in 1861, attracted but little atten- 
tion. Th^ were followed by "Ata- 
lanta m Calydon, a Trkgedy,"* in 
1864 , " Chastelard, a Tragedy,"" in 
1865; and "Poems and Ballads,"" 
in 1866 The latter work was very 
severely criticised, and led to a 
kind of literary warfare. In 1866, 
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Hr. W. M. Rossetti published 
Poems and Ballads, a Criticism/^ 
and Mr. Swinburne himself, "Notes 
on Poems and Reviews."’^ His later 
works are, A Song of Italy/^ 1867 ; 
"William Blake : a Critical Essay/^ 
1867; second edition, 1868, "Siena, 
a Poem,'^ 1868 ; the second part of 
" Notes on the Royal Academy Ex- 
hibition," 1868, the first part of 
which was written by Mr W. M. 
Rossetti; "Ode on the Proclama- 
tion of tlie French Republic, Sept. 
4, 1870 , " " Songs before Sunrise," 
1871, in which he glorifies Panthe- 
ism and Repubhcamsm , and "Both- 
well, a Tragedy," 1874; "Essays 
and Studies," 1875; "A Note on 
Charlotte Bronte," 1877 , Poems 
and Ballads : second series," 1878 ; 
"A Study of Shakspere," 1879, 
Studies in Song," 1881 ; " Tris- 
tram of Lyonesse," 1882 ; and " A 
Century of Roundels," 1883. 

SYBEL, Hjuiteich von, one of 
the most eminent of living Oerman 
historians, bom at Dusseldorf, Dee. 
2, 1817, studied history for four 
years at Berlin, under the famous 
Yon Ranke, took his degrees at the 
Dniversity of Bonn, and became 
Extraordinary Professor there in 
1844. The following year he was 
appointed ordinary Professor at 
Marburg, and in 1847 elected a 
member of the States of Hesse, and 
deputy in the Diet of Erfurt. Sum- 
moned to Bavaria in 1856, by Maxi- 
milian II , he became a member of 
the Munich Academy of Sciences, 
and was sent on several scientific 
missions. In 1861, however, he re- 
turned to Bonn as Professor, and 
was elected by that Dniversity a 
member of the Chamber of Deputies 
at Berlin, being more recently re- 
turned to the Constituent Diet of 
the North G-erman Confederation. 
He was appointed Director of the 
Prussian State Archives at Berlin 
in 1876. His principal work is a 
"History of the French Revolu- 
tion," which has been translated 
into English by Mr. Walter C 
Perry, from the third German edi- 


tion. He is also the author of 
"Origin of Royalty in Germany," 
1845 ; " The Rising of Europe 
against Napoleon I.," 1860 ; and 
"Mmor Historical Writings," 2 
vols , 1863-69. 

STLYESTER, James Joseph, 
M A., LL.D., F.R S., was born 
Sept. 3, 1814, in London. He was 
educated at two private schools in 
London, at the Royal Institution, 
Liverpool, and at St. John's Col- 
lege, Cambridge, where he gra- 
duated as second Wrangler. He 
became Professor of Natural Philo- 
sophy at University College, Lon- 
don; Professor of Mathematics in 
the University of Virginia, U. S.; 
Professor of Mathematics, after an 
interval of ten years, at the Royal 
Military Academy, Woolwich , Pro- 
fessor ,^af ter an interval of five years, 
at the John Hopkins Unversity, 
Baltimore, Maryland, U. S. He 
was for ten years reduced to make a 
living as an Actuary of Assurance 
Companies; founded the Law Re- 
versionary Interest Society ; and has 
been called to the Bar. In Dec., 1883, 
he was elected Savilian Professor of 
Geometry at Oxford. He has pub- 
lished Memoirs in the Royal Society’s 
^^Transactions," in CrelWs Journal, 
in the London and Edinburgh Phi~ 
losophxcal Magazine, in the Qomptes 
Mendus of the Institute of France, 
in other English, French, and Ita- 
lian Journals, and in the American 
Journal of Mathematics, of which he is 
editor. He received the Royal Medal 
of the Royal Society in or about 
1860, and the Copley Medal in 
1880. He is Fellow of the Royal 
Society, Hon. Fellow of St. John's 
College, Cambridge (1880), Hon. 
D.C L. Oxford, an Hon. LL.D. of 
Dublin and Etoburgh, a Foreign 
Member of the Royal Society of 
Naples, a Corresponding Member 
of the Institute of France, of the 
Imperial and Royal Academies of 
Berlin, Gottmgen, St. Petersburg, 
and Member Ordinary or Corre- 
spondent of very many other learned 
bodies in Europe and the United 
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States. Professor Sylvester is chiefly 
known as an algebraist, and as a 
friend and fellow-worker of Arthur 
Cayley. He has given a theory of 
Versification in a volume puhlished 
under the title of Laws of Verso j ” 
is the inventor of the PlagiograpL, 
the G-eometrical Fan, and other | 
Geometrico - Mechanical Instru- 
ments. He introduced mto Eng- 
land, and greatly generalized, Peau- 
oellier^s method of Linkages on 
which he gave a lecture at the 
Boyal Institution. 

STME, John Thoisias Ibvinb 
Boswell. (See Boswell.) 

SYMOKBS, John Aldinoton, 
horn at Bristol, Oct. 5, 1840, was 
educated at Harrow School, and 
Balliol College, Oxford. He was 
elected, in 1862, to a fellowship at 
Magdalen College, in that Univer- 
sity, and vacated it hy his marriage. 
He has written Introduction to the 
Study of Bante '^Studies of the 
Greek Poets,” 2 vols. ; " Sketches 
in Italy and Greece?” ^^Renais- 
sance in Italy,” 5 vols. ; Sketches 
and Studies in Italy?” “Shelley” 
in the “English Men of Letters 
Series , ” the article on “ Italian 
History ” in the “ Encyclopaedia 
Britannica ? ” a translation of the 
“Sonnets of Michael Angelo and 
Campanella?” “Many Moods,” a 
volume of verse ? “Hew and Old,” a 
volume of verse ? “ Animi Figura,” 
a volume of sonnets? and Italian 
By-ways.” All the above appeared 
between 1872 and 1883.

TAGLIOHI, Mabia, dancer, of 
Italian descent, was born at Stock- 
holm, in March, 1804. Her father 
was ballet-master at some of the 
op^ra-houses on the Continent, and 
his daughter made her d^ut in 1827 
at the French Opera, where she 
achieved a great success, and in- 
creased her fame by visits to most 
of the capitals of Europe, appearing 
in London in 1838. In the exqui-

TAIHE, HirpoLYTE Adolphe, a 
member of the French Academy, 
born April 21, 1828, at Vouziers 
(Ardennes) , pursued his studies with 
brilliant success in the College 
Bourbon, gaming the prize of 
honour for rhetoric at the general 
competition of 18 1-7, and being in 
the following year first on the list 
of those admitted to the Normal 
School (Section of Lifceratui’o). 
After having obtained, in 1853, the 
diploma of Boctor in Letters by 
two theses — “Be Personis Plato- 
nicis,^' and "Essai stir lea Fables 
de La Fontaine ” — he renounced 
the career of university teaching 
and brought out several works. 
Two of these, written in a most 
brilliant style, contained opinions 
diambtrically opposed to the tradi- 
tional doctrines of the University, 
and produced a great sensation. 
One was an “ Essai sur Tite-Live,” 
1864, “ crowned” by the Frencii 
Academy, and designed by the 
author as an application and a de- 
monstration of the system of Spi- 
noza? the other, entitled “Philo- 
sophes Fran 9 ais due XIX*^ si^cle,” 
1856, 2nd edition, 1860, sharply cri- 
ticised the spiritualist philosophers 
and religious writers. These and 
many of his subsequent works were 
received with high favour by the 
materialist school. In March , 1 863, 
M. Taine was appointed Examiner 
in Literature at the Military school 
of Saint-C;jnr, and, in Oct., 1864, 
Professor of the Hktory of Art and 
JBsthetics at the Ecole des Beaux 
Arts. In June, 1868, he married 
the daughter of M, Benuelle^ a rich 
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merchant. M. Taine was a cancli 
date for the seat in the Frencl 
Academy that had heen vacated li;; 
the death of M Tlnors, l)ut he w.i 
misiiccossfuh hoiii^’ defeated by M

A 
report of his death was circulato<l 
m Feb. 1883, Init was contradicted 
shortly afterwards. 

TASMANIA, Bishop op. {See

TAUCllNITZ (Baron), Bern- 
iiAHo Christian, publisher at 
Loi]tzig, celebrated for his editions 
of Greek ami Latin Olassica, Hebrenv 
and <h*e<‘k Bibles, but best kno^vn 
to English travel lc»rs anil writers 
for his neat continental <’ditions 
of British authors, is a iuetiib(‘r of 
an ohl family of booksellers {i.u<l 
printers, Karl Tauchnitz, balf ji. 
century ago, having made Jihnself 
famous for his cheap editions of 
tin* Glassies. He was born at 
^ehleinitz near Nauuiburg in IHJd. 
He founded an indi'pimdimt es- 
tablishment in 1837, and, in 18 M, 
egan his series of English authors. 
At that time there was no inter- 
national copyright, yot he resolved 
jO obtain the sanction of the authors 
to the ropublication of their works, 
md to pay them for permission to 
nclwle them in his series. This 
lolleetion consists of upwards of 
2100 volumes, and is continually 
ncreasing. In order to mark his 
ippreciation of the endeavours of 
Tauchnitz to familiarize in Germany 
ho ehpfs d\mvre of a literature of 
which he himself was so groat an 
^dmiror, the Duke of Saxe-Coburg, 
he brother of the late Prince 
lonsort, raised him to the rank of 
3aron. In 1872, on the retirement 
if Mr. Crowe, he was anointed 
British Consul General for the 
ingdom of Saxony, and in 1876 
brthe other Saxon Principalities, 
n 1877 he was called by the King 
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to tlie House of Peers of Saxony. 
His eldest son, Baron 0. C. Bern- 
hard, a Doctor of Laws, and British 
Vice-Consul, has been a partner in 
the house since 1866. 

TAYLEE, Ebedeeick, painter in 
water-colours, horn near Elstree, 
Herts, April 30, 1804, became a con- 
tributor to the exhibitions of the 
old Water-colour Society in 1831, 
his pictures being chiefly taken 
from subjects in Highland, rural, 
and sporting life ; such as the 
Hawking Parties ” of past times ; 
Unkennelling and “ Calling 
out of Cover of modern times ; 

Troopers of Two Centuries since,” 
“Wayside Travellers” and “Har- 
vest Carts” of to-day. Some of his 
earher “Scenes on the Moors” were 
painted in conjunction with the late 
Mr. Q-eorge Barrett. Occasionally 
he has executed compositions of 
importance from Sir W. ScotPs 
works, in which his spirited style 
in the painting of horses and dogs 
is turned to good account, as in the 
“Festival of the Popinjay,” in 1854. 
He went to Pans as one of the 
jurors in the Fine Art Department 
of the French G-reat Exhibition in 
1855, and received the Cross of the 
Legion of Honour. Mr Tayler,who 
has illustrated several books, in- 
cluding an edition of Sir Roger 
de Coverley, and many of whose 
etchings are to be found in the 
works of the Etching Club, of which 
he is a member, was unanimously 
elected President of the Society of 
Painters in Water-colours in 1858. 
He resigned that office in June, 1871. 

TAYLOE, Sib Henry, K C M.G., 
D.C.L., dramatist and essayist, son 
of George Taylor, Esq., of Witton 
Hall, Witton-le-Wear, co. Durham, 
by his marriage with Miss Eleanor 
Ashworth, was born at Middleham, 
CO Durham, in 1800. He entered 
the Colonial Office as assistant junior 
clerk in Jan 1824, and was promoted 
to be a senior clerk a year later. He 
was made D.C.L. honoris causCb at 
Oxford ; and in 1873 was created a 
Knight Commander of the Order of 


SS. Michael and George in recog- 
nition of his long public services at 
the Colonial Office. He has written 
the following dramas : “ Isaac Coni- 
nenus,” “Philip Van Artevelde,” 
“Edwin the Fair,” “A Sicilian 
Summer,” and “ St, Clement’s Eve,” 
pubhshed respectively in 1827, 1831, 
1812, 1850, 1862. “The Statesman,” 
a book containing views and maxims 
respecting the transaction of public 
business, which had been suggested 
to the author, as he himself declares, 
by twelve years of official life in the 
civil service, was jiublished as early 
as 1836. It was followed by “ Notes 
from Life,” based on his own ex- 
perience, consisting of Essays on 
such subjects as Choice in Marriage, 
Humility and Independence, the 
Life Poetic, and Children ; and 
“ Notes from Books,” including an 
essay on “The Ways of the Eich 
and Great i ” and three others on 
modern poets, reprinted from the 
Quarterly Bemew, both published in 
1848 A collected edition of his 
poetical works in 3 vols., was pub- 
lished in 1863. 

TAYLOE, The Eev. Isaac, M.A , 
LL.D., born at Stanford Elvers, 
Essex, is the representative of the 
well-known literary family of the 
Taylors of Ongar, and eldest son of 
the late Isaac Taylor, author of the 
“ Natural History of Enthusiasm.” 
He received his education at Trinity 
College, Cambridge (BA., 19th 
Wrangler, 1853; M.A. 1857). The 
degree of LL.D. was conferred upon 
him, honoris caus A, by the University 
of Edinburgh in 1879. He was 
Curate of Trotterschffe, Kent, 1857- 
60, of Kensington, 1800-61; and of 
St. Mark, North Audley Street, 
1862-65 , Vicar of St. Mathias, 
Bethnal Green, 1805-69 , and Vicar 
of Holy Trinity, Twiclcenham, from 
1869 to 1875, when he was collated 
to the rectory of Settrington, York- 
shire. He was rural dean of Hampton 
and Staines in 1871r75. Mr. Taylor 
is the author of various works, in- 
cluding a translation of Becker’s 
“ Charicles/’ 2nd edit, 1864 ; “Words

TCHEENAIEFF, Michael 
GaEGOROviTCH, a Eussian general, 
born Oct. 21, 1828, entered the 
Eussian military service in 181<7, 
distinguished himself greatly in the 
Crimean wai*, and attained the rank 
of a General of Infantry. On the 
conclusion of the Orimean war he 
was first appointed chief of the staff 
of a division in Poland, and in 1858 
he was sent to Orenburg in the 
capacity of Aide du Chef do la hgne 
du Syr Lariar. In 1859 he com- 
manded an expedition on Lake 
Aral, to support the Khirgiss tribes, 
at war with the Khivans. After a 
period of scrvico as quartermaster- 
general of the left flank of tho line 
held by the army of the Caucasus, 
Tchernaieff for some time acted as 
chief of the staff of the corps at 
Orenburg. Next he was placed in 
command of an expeditionary force 
consisting of 1000 men, with in- 
structions to march from Orenburg, 
through the passes of the moun- 
tains bounding Siberia on the south, 
and across the steppes of Turk- 
estan, and to effect a junction with 
another detachment under Colonel 
Verevkin which had set out from 
Semipalatinsk, in Siberia. The 
junction occurred in the vicinity of 
the town of Tchemkend, then occu- 
pied by the Khokanians. This town 
Tchernaieff took by assault, and 
immediately he afterwards unsuc- 
cessfully attacked (Oct. 1861) the im- 
portant city of Tashkend, some 80 
miles south of Tchemkend, and also 


in possession of the Khokanians. 
Having wintered at Tchemkend, 
he renewed successfully the at- 
tempt on Tashkend (June 27, 1865). 
It IS said that ho had received 
specific instructions to content him- 
self with the position of Tchemkend, 
and to refrain from any further 
efforts to extend the Eussian domi- 
nation further southward Toher- 
naieff disobeyed his orders, took 
Tashkend, was afteiwards received 
most enthusiastically at St. Peters- 
burg, and received a sabre of honour 
from the Emperor in recognition of 
his military enterprise; but from 
that date he was not actively em- 
ployed in tho Eussian service 
After a time ho retired from the 
army, and passed t\, legal examina- 
tion qualifying him to adopt the 
profession of a notary, when tho 
Emiieror bogged him to re-enter 
tho army. Ho did so in compliance 
with tho Imperial request, and was 
reinstated in his rank. After vainly 
waiting a whole year for active 
employment, ho again retired from 
the army, and imrchasod tho liuskl 
a journal which boldly advo- 
cated Slav interests, and of whicdi, 
after he had quitted tins military 
service altogether, in July, 187 1*, ho 
became the recognised editor. When 
in 1875 the insurrection in Herzego- 
vina broke out, he opened a sub- 
scription in its behalf, and after- 
wards, in tho summer of 1876, ho 
went to Belgrade and took the com- 
mand-in-chief of tho Servian army. 
The campaign was most disastrous 
to the Servians, although their 
army was largely reinforced by 
Eussian volunteers. 'Tchernaieff "s 
proclamation of l^rinco Milan as 
King of Servia was much censured 
at the time as a rash and foolish 
act. Mr. Archibald Forbes, in a 
memoir, from which most of the 
above facts have been derived, 
claims for General Tchernaieff that, 
after tho battle of the 1st of Sept., 
he, single and unaided, by his force 
of character effected the prolonga- 
tion of the unequal struggle for 
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two months. G-eneral Tohernaieff 
left St. Petersburg Sept. 12, 1882, 
for Tashhend, to take up the reins 
of G-ovemment there. 

TECK (Prince and Duke oe). 
His Serene Highness Ebancis 
Paul Charles Louis Alexander, 
Count of Hohensteyij only son of 
Duke iiexander of Wurtemburg 
and the Countess Hohenstein, was 
born Aug. 27, 1837. By the Ger- 
man law, the marriage of his mother 
to Duke Alexander was only re- 
cognised as morganatic, and con- 
sequently Prince Teck and his two 
sisters bore the titles of Count and 
Countesses of Hohenstein until 
Dec. 1, 1863, when a royal decree 
of the king of Wurtemberg con- 
ferred upon them the title of Prince 
and Princess Teck. His Hoyal 
Highness served in the Austrian 
army, but resigned his commission 
in 1866. He married the Prin- 
cess Mary Adelaide of Cambridge 
June 12, and was created an hon. 
G.C.B. (civil division), July 6, 
1866. 

TEGETMEIEE, William 
B., E.Z.S., of German extraction, 
bom at Colnbrook, Bucks, in 1816, 
and educated for the medical pro- 
fession at University College, Lon- 
don Mr. Tegetmeier is well Imown 
as, a writer on natural history 
He is the author of “ The Poultry 
Book,'' Pigeons,''' '^The Natural 
History of the Pheasants," Mono- 
gra;^ of the Cranes," &c., and as 
havmg republished many rare 
ormthological treatises, as '^Bod- 
daert's Planches Enluminees " and 
“Moore's Columbarium." He has 
devoted much attention to the 
variation of species, and greatly 
assisted Mr. Charles Darwin in the 
preparation of his volumes on ‘'‘^The 
Variation of Animals and Plants 
under Domestication," and other 
works. Mr. Tegetmeier is editor 
of several departments in the Field 
newspaper. 

TEMPLE, The Eight Eev. 
Frederick, D.D., Bishop of Exeter, 
son of an officer m the army, bom , 


Nov. 30, 1821, was educated at the 
Grammar School at Tiverton, and 
proceeding to Oxford, became 
Scholar of Balliol College, and 
took his degree of B.A. in 1842 as 
a double flrst-clasa. He was 
elected Fellow and Mathematical 
Tutor of his college, and, having 
been ordained in 181-6, was ap- 
pointed Principal of the Training 
College at Kneller Hall, near 
Twickenham, in 1848. This post 
he resigned m 1855 ; and having 
held an Inspectorship of Schools 
during the interval, was appointed, 
on the resignation of Dr. Goulburn, 
in 1858, Head Master of Eugby 
School. Dr. Temple, who was a 
Chaplain to the Queen, gained 
some notoriety in 1860 as the 
author of the first of the seven 
^‘‘Essays and Eeviews," which 
caused so much controversy soon 
after their appearance. At the 
general election of 1868, Dr. Temple 
book an active part in Warwick- 
shire in support of Mr. Gladstone's 
measure for the disestablishment of 
the Irish Church ; and the Premier 
nominated him to the bishopric of 
Exeter, in succession to the late 
Dr. Philpotts — an appointment 
which caused considerable commo- 
tion in clerical circles. The confir- 
mation of Dr. Temple's election 
took place Dec. 8, 1869, at the 
church of St. Maiy-le-Bow, Cheap- 
side, when Bishop Trower, as the 
representative of a portion of the 
clergy who were opposed to Dr. 
Temple, because he was the author 
of one of the “Essays and Eeviews," 
instructed counsel to oppose the 
election. Counsel were accordingly 
heard on both sides, and Dr. 
Temple's election was confirmed by 
the Vicar-General. Dr. Temple 
received episcopal consecration at 
Westminster, Dec. 21, 1869, to- 
gether with the bishops-elect of 
Bath and Wells, and of the Falk- 
land Islands. Dr. Temple pub- 
lished “ Sermons preached in Eugby 
Chapel, m 1858-60," in 1861. In 
April, 1883, he was elected Bamp- 
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ton Lecturer at Oxford for tla 
ensuing year 

TEMPLE, Sir Eichard, Bart. 
G.C.S.I., entered the third class of 
the Bengal civil service in 181*0, 
and eventually was appointed 
Political Resident at Hyderabad. 
He was Eoreign Secretary and a 
Member of Council to the G-overnor- 
General of India from 1863 to 1874. 
He was appointed President of the 
Statistical Committee in 1868 j also 
Secretary to the Order of the Star 
of India. In Jan., 1874, he was 
appointed to superintend the relief 
operations in the famine-stricken 
districts of Bengal. He became 
Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal in 
1875 ; was created a baronet in 
Aug , 1876 ; and was appointed 
Governor of the Presidency of 
Bombay in Jan., 1877, which office 
he held till March, 1880. He was 
nominated an Extra Knight Grand 
Commander of the Order of the 
Star of India, Jan. 1, 1878. He is 
the author of Men and Events of 
my Time in India/^ 1882 j and 
Oriental Experience ; a selection of 
essays and addresses delivered on 
various occasions,” 1883. 

TENNIEL, John, artist, son of 
Mr. John Baptist Tenniel, hom in 
London, in 1820, was educated at 
Kensington. At a very early age 
he showed a taste for art, and 
whilst a boy his first picture was 
exhibited, and sold at the Gallery 
of British Artists in Suffolk Street. 
He studied art in his own way, and 
may be said to have been entirely 
self-taught. He was a successful 
candidate in one of the Cartoon 
competitions in Westminster Hall 
in 1846, painted a fresco in the 
Palace at Westminster, and has 
only produced a few pictures since, 
chiefiy for private collections. In 
1851 he became a member of Punch’s 
staff,” and from that time has 
contributed to the illustration of 
that periodical H o has illustrated, 
wholly or in part, many Christmas 
books and other works j amongst i 
which may be mentioned .^sop’s | 
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Fables.” »Lilla Eookh” 
Ingoldsby Legends/’ and Once a 
Weel. 

TENNYSON. Ammim, D.C.L , 
F.E.S., Poet Lauroato, third son of 
the late Eev G. C. ^riinnysou, the 
elder brother of the late Eight 
Hon. C. Tennyson D’Eyncourt, was 
born in 1809, at his father’s par- 
sonage, at Somorby, Lincolnshire ; 
his mother, who died in 1865, bemg 
a daughter of the Eev. Stephen 
Pytehe. He was G<lucatod by his 
father, and in due course proceeded 
to Trinity College, Cambridge. In 
1820 ho gained the Chancellor’s 
Medal by a poem in blanlc verso, 
entitled " Tnnbuctoo ” With the 
exception of a volume of poems 
published in conjimciion with his 
brother Charles, when they wore 
boys, and a prize poem, composed 
whilst an undergraduate at Cam- 
bridge, Mr. Tennyson did not pub- 
lish anything till 1830, when 
“ Poems chiefly Lyrical appeared, 
and from 1842 the steady and rapid 
growth of his fame may be traced. 
The two volumes then issued wore 
in part merely a ropublication, )mt 
the most important poems were 
those added to his former produc- 
tions. It was at once apparent 
that the author of the "'Mort 
d’ Arthur,” '^Locksley Hall,” the 
“May Queen,” and the “Two 
Voices,” was entitled to take the 
first rank among English poets, a 
reputation which was more than 
sustained by the two great works 
which followed. So well known 
and popular, indeed, had Mi\ 
Tennyson become after the publi- 
cation of “ In Momoriam,” in 1850, 
that it seemed only a “ matter of 
course,” upon the death of Words- 
worth, in 1861, that the privilege of 
wearing “ the laurel greener from 
the brows of him who uttered 
nothing base ” should bo offered to 
him. The “ Ode on the Death of 
the Duke of Wellington ” was pub - 
lished in 1852, on the morning of 
the funeral j and since that occur- 
rence few events of more than 
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ordinary interest in tlie eyes of 
Englislimen have taken place with- 
out eliciting from the Laureate 
some poem worthy of the occasion. 
He has written Poems chiefly 
Lyrical/^ published in 1830 , 
^‘■Poems/^ in 1832; Poems/" 2 
vols .5 m 1842; The Princess^ a 
Medley/" in 1847 , " In Memoriam/" 
issued anonymouslyj in 1850, being 
a series of elegies — a tribute of 
affection to the memory of Arthur 
Hallam, a son of the eminent histo- 
rian, and the chosen friend of the 
poet in his earher days at Cam- 
bridge ; Maude, and other Poems/" 
in 1855 ; “ The Idylls of the King/" 
in 1858 ; Enoch Arden, and other 
Poems/" in 1864; “ The Holy Grail, 
and other Poems/" pubhshed Dec. 
15, 1869; “The Window, or the 
Songs of the Wrens,"" in 1870 ; and 
“Gareth and Lynette/" in 1872 
“ A Concordance to the entire 
Works of Alfred Tennyson,"" pub- 
lished in 1869, is a remarkable 
proof of the Laureafce*s wondrous 
popularity. At the Commemora- 
tion of 1855, the XTniversity of 
Oscford, givmg expression to the 
universal feelmg of England, con- 
ferred on the poet the honorary 
degree of D C L , and the fellows 
of his own college. Trinity, Cam- 
bridge, endorsing the judgment of 
the sister university, subscribed to 
purchase his bust (by Woohier), 
which they have placed in the 
vestibule of their library, and in 
1869 they unanimously elected him 
an honorary fellow of the college. 
In 1879 Mr Tennyson republished 
The Lover"s Tale,"" a poem which 
was originally printed in 1833, but 
soon withdrawn from circulation. 
In the re-issue it is accompanied 
with a reprint of the sequel, a work 
of the author" s matui*e life, “The 
Golden Supper "" Among his 
dramatic compositions ai*e, “ Queen 
Mai*y/" 1875, “Harold/" 1876; 
“The Cup,"" a play which was 
represented at the Lyceum Theatre, 
Jan. 3, 1881, Mi* Irving takmg the 
principal character; and “The 


Promise of May,^" a drama in three 
acts, brought out at the Globe 
Theatre, Hov. 11, 1882. In Dec., 
1883, Mr. Tennyson accepted the 
dignity of a Baron of the United 
Kingdom, but when this memoir 
was printed it had not been an- 
nounced what title he would 
assume. ^ 

TEEEY, Miss Ellen Alice, 
actress, was born at Coventry, 
Feb 27, 1818, and made her first 
appearance on the stage at the 
Prmoess"s Theatre, under the man- 
agement of Mrs. Charles Kean, 
playmg ^'Manilius"" in Shakspere’s 
“ Winter"B Tale/" “Puck/" “Prince 
Arthur,"" &c., and remaining with 
the Keans until they gave up man- 
agement in London. Miss Terry 
next appeared at the Eoyalty 
Theatre, and afterwards at the 
Haymarket, playing “Hero"" in 
“Much Ado about Nothing,’" and 
learning her first steps in legitimate 
comedy in this, the London Comedy 
Theatre. Then followed a short 
ei^agement at the Queen’s Theatre, 
with Mr. and Mrs. Wigan at the 
head of affairs, playing in Charles 
Eeade’s “ Double Marriage,"" “ Still 
Waters run Deep/" and “Kathe- 
rine,"" in the “ Taming of the 
Shrew,"" and acting for the first 
time with Mr. Henry Irving 
Leaving the stage for seven years, 
she returned to the Queen’s Theatre, 
making her re-appearance in 
“ Philippa Chester "" in Charles 
Beade’s “Wandering Heir.” In 
1875, Miss Terry was engaged by 
Mr. Bancroft to play at the Prince 
of Wales" Theatre, " Portia,” 
“Clara Douglas,” in Lord Lytton’s 
“Money,” and various other plays. 
In 1876, Lord Lytton’s play “The 
House of Darnley” was produced 
by Mr. John Hare, at the Court 
Theatre, and in this play we find 
Miss Terry taking the principal 
character. Then followed at the 
same theatre, “New Men and Old 
Acres," and Mr. W G Wills" 
“Olivia” She remained at the 
Court Theatre until Mr. Hare gave 
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up its direction. On Mr. Irving 
taking the management of the Ly- 
ceum Theatre, he was enabled to 
secure the services of Miss Ellen 
Terry, who made her first appear- 
ance at that theatre on Dec. 30, 
1878, playing Ophelia to the 

Hamlet of Mr Irving. “ Ham- 
let '' was followed by ‘‘ The Lady 
of Lyons,” in which she played 
"" Pauline.” She afterwards took m 
succession the parts of “Portia” in 
the “ Merchant of Venice “Euth 
Meadows” in “Eugene Aram,” 
“ Queen Henrietta Maria ” in 
“Charles I j” “Cainina” in Tenny- 
son's play “The Cup,” “Desde- 
mona ” to the “ Othello” and “ lago ” 
of Mr. Irving and Mr. Edwin Booth 
played alternately 5 and “ Juliet ” 
to the “Borneo” of Mr. Irving. 
On Oct. 11, 1882, “Much Ado about 
nothing ” was presented, in which 
piece Miss Terry played “ Beatrice ” 
to the “ Benedick” of Mr. Irving. In 
Oct., 18S3, Miss Terry went with 
Mr Irving and the other members 
of the Lyceum company on a tour 
to the United States. 

TEWFIK PASHA (Mohammed 
Teweik), Khedive of Egypt, was 
born Nov. 10, 1862, being the oldest 
son of the late Khedive Ismail. He 
succeeded to the Vice-royalty of 
Egypt by a decree of the Ottoman 
Empire, Aug. 8, 1879, upon the 
forced abdication of his father, and 
received the investitui’e on Aug. 14. 
He IS the sixth ruler of Egypt in 
the dynasty of Mohammed Ah 
Pasha, who was appointed Vali or 
Oovernor in 1800, and who in 1841 
got the Sultan, with the five Great 
Powers of Europe, to settle the 
hereditary principality in his own 
family Ah had rebelled against 
the Sultan, encouraged by the 
French Government of that day, 
and had made himself absolute 
master of the country. He was 
succeeded in 1848 by his son, Ibra-> 
him Pasha, who lived but two 
months after his elevation The 
next ruler, Abbas Pasha, a son of 
Mohammed Ah's second son, reigned 


six years. In 1851 he was strangled 
by order of the Sultan, as a punish- 
ment for attempted treason. Said 
Pasha, a third son of Mohammed 
Ali Pasha succeeded on the death 
of Abbas j but Said also died in 
1863, whereupon his nophew, Ismail 
Pasha, second son of Ibrahim, born 
in Jan., 1820, became ruler in his 
turn The title of Khedive was 
conferred upon him instead of thnt 
of Vali by an Imperial firman in 
1866. At the same time the law of 
succession was altered from that 
which had been established in 18X1. 
Instead of succession devolving, as 
heretofore, according to the uannl 
principles of Mohammedan law, 
upon the senior male descendant of 
the founder of the dynasty, it was 
to go to Ismail's eldest son, and 
thenceforth in the same order of 
primogeniture, excluding the other 
branches of Mohammed Ali *s family. 
This favour was granted to the late 
Khedive in 1806 by Sultan Abdul 
Aziz, in consideration of a large 
money payment, but in violation of 
the ancient and sacred law, and of 
the Convention with the Foreign 
Powers. The consequence of that 
arrangement of 1866 was tho acces- 
sion of Tewfik in 1879, instead of 
Halim, the fourth son of Mohannnod 
Ali. Prince Tewfik was President 
of the Council at the time of the 
coup d'etat of his father, but re- 
signed the post immediately after- 
wards. The principal events of his 
roi^ have been narrated in our 
notice of Arabi (q.v.). Tewfik mar- 
ried in Jan., 1873, the Princess 
Emineh, daughter of the late El 
Hamy Pasha, and has two sons and 
two daughters. 

THEED, WiDLiAM, an ouiinont 
sculptor, was born at Trontham, 
Staffordshire, in 180 X, and received 
his education at Ealing. His prin- 
cipal works are a marble group of 
the Queen and Prince Consorb, life 
size, at Windsor Castle ; a colossal 
bronze statue of the Prince Consort 
at Coburg, and a replica for Sydney, 
New South Wales ; a third colossal 
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bronze of tlie Prince at Balmoral 
also one the natural size of life, in 
marble at Balmoral Castle , a 
marble statue of the Duchess o 
Kent, life size, at Progmorej a 
monument in marble, to the memory 
of the Duchess of G-loucester, in St 
Q-eorge’s Chapel, Windsor , a colos 
sal bronze statue of Sir Isaac IsTew 
ton, erected at Q-rantham, 12 feet 
m height j a life-size sitting statue 
of Sir Humphrey Cheetham in the 
Cathedral in Manchester; twelve 
bronze reliefs, subjects from Eng- 
lish history, in the House of Lords ; 
Burke, in marble, heroic sizej 
Hallam, the historian, in St. PauTs 
Mackintosh, the historian’s monu- 
ment in Westminster Abbey , and 
a marble mural monumental bust 
and allegorioal figures to the me- 
mory of Sir Herbert Edwards, in 
Westminster Abbey; a marble 
statue, heroic size, of Sir William 
Peel, of the Naval Brigade, in 
Greenwich Hospital, another colos- 
sal statue in marble, pf Sir William 
Peel, at Calcutta; and a third in 
Sandy Church, Bedfordshire ; a 
statue of the late Lord Derby in St 
George’s Hall, Liverpool, and one 
in the Junior Carlton Club, Pall 
Mall ; and a colossal marble statue 
of the late Sir Eobert Peel, erected 
at Huddersfield. Mr. Theed re- 
cently erected the very colossal 
marble group of "Africa,” being 
one of the prmcipal comers of the 
Albert Memorial, and has ezecuted 
a statue of the late Henry Booth 
for Liverpool, one of Mr. YiLliers 
for the New Town Hall, Manchester ; 
and a marble group of Hagar and 
Ishmael being driven out into the 
Wilderness by Abraham. 

THOMAS, Ajrtkur Goring, was 
born at Eatton, near Eastbourne, 
Sussex, Nov. 21, 1851, and educated 
at Haileybury College. He received 
his musical education under M. 
Emile Durand, Professor in the 
Conservatoire at Paris, with whom 
he studied privately for more than 
two years, commencing in May, 
187 i He then joined the Eoyal Aca- 


demy of Music, and studied there 
for three years, first with Dr. Sul- 
livan, and then with Mr. Prout 
He twice gained the annual medal 
for composition at the Academy in 
1879 and 1880. His chief composi- 
tions published and performed in 
public are, a cantata, "The Sun- 
worshippers,” composed for the 
Norwich Festival, 1881 ; three 
dramatic concert soenas ; Psalm for 
solo, chorus, and orchestra, "Es- 
meralda,” a four act opera, com- 
posed for the Carl Eosa Opera 
Company, and produced in 1883 , 
and various songs. His principal 
unpublished works are " The Light 
of the Harem,” an opera in three 
acts; another concert scena, mor- 
ceaux for violm and piano, and 
ballet music. 

THOMAS, Charles Louis Am- 
BRoiSB, a French musical composer, 
bom at Metz, Aug. 6, 1811, son of a 
distinguished professor of music, 
he was already far advanced in his 
artistic studies, and had acquired 
some skill as a player on the piano 
and violin, when he entered the 
Conservatoire in 1828. There he 
studied the piano under Zimmer- 
man, harmony and accompaniment 
under Dourlen, and composition 
imder Lesueui*. He carried off the 
first prize for the piano in 1829, the 
first prize for harmony in 1830, and 
the grand prize of Eome, at the com- 
petition of 1832. After his return 
from Italy, he produced in succes- 
sion, at the Opera Comique, the 
following works ; — " La Double 
Echelle, 1837; ^^La Perruquier do 
la Eegence,” 1838; "Le Panier 
Flemu;” and at the Opera: "La 
Cripsy,” baUet, composed conjointly 
with Benoist, 1839 ; "Carlme,” 
1840; "Le Comte de Oarmagnola,” 
1841; "Le Guerillero,” 184-2 , "An- 
geHque et Medor,” 1813 ; "Le Caid,” 
his first great success,, 1849 ; "Le 
Songe d’une Nuit d’lllto,” 1850; 
"Eaymond,” 1851; "La Tonolli,” 
1853 ; " La Cour de 051im^ne,” 
1856; "Psyche,” 1856; "Le Car- 
naval de Venise/’ 1867 j Le Eoman 
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d’Blvine,” ISGO, ^^Mignon” 18G(*) ; 

Hamlet/^ a grand opera^ repre- 
sented for the first tiino on the 
stage March 9, 1S68, and the hnn- 
(h’edth repetition of which was pre- 
vented by the burning of the old 
Opera House in the Rue Lepeletier, 
Oct 23, 1873 j "Mignon/^ altered 
into a grand opera for the Baden 
Theatre, 1809; "Gilles et Gilletin,'’ 
a comic opera in one act, produced 
successfully at the Opera Comicpio 
in April, 1874, in spite of the oppo- 
sition of the composer ; and “ Fran- 
90ise de Eimmi,'' another grand 
opera, 1877. M. Ambroise Thomas 
has also composed a Requiem Mass, 
fantasias, nocturnes, rondos, &e. He 
was elected a member of the Aca- 
demic des Beaux Arts in succession 
to Spontini, in 1851 ; was appointed 
'^Officier dHnstruction Piiblicpie^' 
in Dec , 1869 j and replaced Auber 
as Director of the Conservatoire de 
Musique in 1871 He has been a 
Commander of the Legion of Honour 
since 1868 

THOMAS, The Rev. David, D .D., 
is a native of Tenby, South Wales, 
bom Feb. 1, 1813, and Was educated 
at Newport Pagnel. Ho entered 
upon his work as an Independent 
minister in 1841. Having accepted 
a charge at Stockwell, ho started 
The Homilist, a monthly periodical, 
of which fifty volumes have been 
issued. On the motion of Dr. Baird, 
the College of Waynesburgh,in the 
United States, conferred upon him 
the degree of D.D., honoris caus(h 
Dr. Thomas is the author of " The 
Philosophy of Happiness , ” “A 
Biblical Liturgy , ” Resurrections : 
Thoughts on Duty and Destiny,^^ 
1862; "The Genius of the Gospel, 
a Homiletic Commentary on the 
Gospel of St. Matthew,'" 1861, "A 
Homiletic Commentary on the Acts 
of the Apostles," 1870 , " The 

Practical Philosopher ; a Daily 
Monitor for the Business Men of 
England," 1873 ; and " Problemata 
Mundi: an Exegetical and Homi- 
letical Commentary on the Book of 
Job," 1878. He is also author and 


founder of the "Homilistic Library," 
of which the first volume, " The 
Book of Psalms oxogetically and 
practicall.w considereil," WiUH issued 
in 1882. Ho is the editor of " The 
Augustine Hymn Book," Ho oi'igi- 
natod the University for Wales, 
also the Working Man's Club and 
Institute Union, of which the lato 
Lord Brougham was the Pi-esident. 
Dr. Thomas took a proiuinent paj’i 
in the movement for the clieapen- 
ing and improvement of th() daily 
press. 

THOMAS, Edwahd, F.R.S., born 
in London, Deo. 31, 1813, is son of 
the eminent surgeon of his day, 
H. Leigh Thomas, F.R.S., and 
grandson of the distinguished 
Scotchman, William Cruikshank, 
F.R.S., the associate in science of 
the great John Hunter. The tradi- 
tions of the family pointed i>refor- 
entially to a medical career, but 
an otter of a civil appointment in 
the East India Company’s Service, 
in those days, ch armed many a 
youth to seek the fabled attractions 
of the East. In the ordinary courH(j 
Mr Thomas went tbrough his 
studies at that t‘X(iellent mstitii tion , 
the College of Hailoybury, and 
passed on to his higher duties in 
India in 1832. By the appreciative 
consideration of Lord William Ben- 
tinck, he was sent to learn his 
early lessons in administration 
under one of the most oxporionood 
officers and warmest friends of the 
natives of India, Mr. G. W. Trail, 
Commissioner in Kumaon, a section 
of the Himalaya still retaining so 
many of its aboriginal traditions. 
Mr. Thomas's service in India was 
interrupted by freqiumt failures of 
health, which involved temporary 
returns to England. He had, how- 
ever, an opportunity of serving in 
the Punjaub, under Lord Dalhousie, 
to whom he so commended himself 
that on the departure of Sir Henry 
Elliot to the Capo of Good Hop(‘, 
in 1852, Mr. Thomas was invited to 
accept the high duties of the 
Foreign Office—" the then Blue 
3 X 
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Eiband” of the Indian Civil Ser- 
vice — a risk his medical advisers 
refused to sanction After a hiief 
visit to England, Mr Thomas | 
returned to India to complete the 
period required for a reduced pen- 
sion, and -was for a short time J udge 
of Bellii — before the Mutiny — and 
latterly superintending Judge of 
the Saiigor and Nerbudda Territo- 
ries Since his retirement from the 
service, Mr. Thomas has occupied 
himself with his favourite studies 
on the history and antiquities of 
India and the learning of the East, 
in its larger sense — for which his 
previous training had, in a measure, 
prepared him : studies, the nature of 
which are perhaps better appreciated 
abroad, but Mr. Thomas has the 
satisfaction both of their frank 
acceptance on the Continent, and 
their more prized recognition at 
home by the Eoyal Society, which 
but seldom accords its favours to 
mere literary or antiquarian work. 
He has written, among a long series 
of papers, ranging over many years, 
"Essays on Indian Antiquities, pri 
marily devoted to the condensation 
of the discoveries of James Prmsep, 
with ample additions and varied 
original contributions by the 
Editor,” 2 vols., 1858 ; "Ancient 
Indian Numerals,” m the Journal 
Asiatique de Pans, 1863 ; " Early 
Sassanian Inscriptions, Seals, and 
Coins,” 1868 ; " The Chronicles of 
the Pathan Kings of Delbi,” 1871, 
with a supplement on the "Re- 
venue Resources of the Mughal Em- 
pire;” “Ancient Indian Weights,” 
forming the introductory essay of 
" The International Numismata 
Orientalia,” 1877; a publication 
he originated. In Jan., 1873, 
he was elected a corresponding 
member of the French Institute, 
for his contributions to Oriental 
numismatic archaeology, and lat- 
terly has attained the honour of 
a similar rank in the Academy of 
St. Petersburg. 

THOMAS, The Rioht Rev. 
Ms SAC, D.D., Bishop of Goulburn 


(Australia), was born at Typoeth, 
Cardiganshire, in 1816, and educated 
at Trinity College, Cambridge (B A. 
18 LO. M A. 1813, 1) D. 1863).^ After 
>Jficiating iis a curate Jit Birming- 
ham, he became Vicar of Tutlden- 
hani, Sudblk, 1813-15; incumbent 
of Attleborough, Warwickshire, 
1815-51 , and was secretary to the 
Colonial and Continental Church 
Society from the latter date until 
1863, when he was consecrated first 
Bishop of G-oulburn. His diocese, 
erected in 1803, out of a portion of 
the Sydney diocese, is bounded on 
the north by the 31“ of south lati- 
tude, on the west by South Australia, 
and on the south by Victoria. 

THOMPSON, Edward Maunde, 
born May 1810, in Jamaica, was 
educated at Rugby. Ho was ap- 
pointed an Assistant in the British 
Museum in May, 1861, became As- 
sistant-Keeper of the MSS. in 1871, 
and was apiiointed Keeper of the 
MSS. in succession to Mr. Bond, in 
1878. Mr. Thompson, who is a 
barrister of the Middle Temple, 
has edited " Chromcon Anglico, 
1328-1388” (in the Rolls Series), 
1874 ; “ Letters of Humphrey Pri- 
deaux” (for the Camden Society), 
1875 ; “ Chromcon Adie de XJsk, 
1S77-140-1” (for the Royal Society 
of Literatm^e), 1876 , “ Correspond- 
ence of the Family of Hatton ” 
(for the Camden Society), 1878. 
He IS joint editor of the publica- 
tions of the PalcGographioal Society. 

THOMPSON, Sir Henry, 
F R C.S., born at Framlmgham, 
Suffolk, Aug 6, 1820, and educated 
at University College, London, was 
appointed Assistant Surgeon of Uni- 
versity College Hopital, London, 
in 1853, Surgeon in 1863, and Pro- 
fessor of Chnical Surgery in 1S6G. 
He gained the Jacksonian Prize of 
the Royal College of Surgeons in 
1852, with his essay on " The Path- 
ology and Treatment of Stricture 
of the Urethra,” and the same prize 
in 1860, with an essay on “The 
Healthy and Morbid, Anatomy of 
the Prostate Cfland/* both of which 
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have been piihliHlied Ho u the 
author of ‘^Practical Lithotomy 
and Lithotrity/' published in 1803, 
and was appointed Surgeon Extra- 
ordinary to the late ICing of the 
Belgians in 180)}, and to the present 
King in 1800. He was made a cor- 
responding member oi’ the Society 
of Surgery in Paris in 1850, hono- 
rary member of TAecademia de’ 
Quiriti at Pome, an Officer of the 
Order of Leopold in 1801, and a 
Commander of the same Order in 
1870 He was Irnig'htod in 18G7. 
An article written by him in 
the Contemporary Ueviexo, in 1873, 
drew public attention to the suliject 
of cremation. Sir Henry has since 
written other articles on the same 
subject ; and, in the Coyitemporary 
Bevieiv in 1874, a paper on ^‘^The 
Prayer for the Sick hints towards 
a serious attempt to estimate its 
value.'' Sir Henry Thompson 
studied painting under Mr Elmore 
and Mr. Alma Tadema, and he has 
frequently exhibited pictures at 
the Royal Academy. 

THOMPSON, The Rev. William 
Hepworth, D.I)., E.S.A., born at 
York, March 27, 1810, was educated 
privately and at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, of which he was elected 
a Scholar in 1830, a Pellow in 1834, 
Assistant Tutor in 1837, and Tutor 
in 1844. He was elected Regius 
Professor of Greek in Cambridge 
University, and made a Canon of 
Ely in 1853, and on the death of 
Dr. Whewell in 1866 was appointed 
to the mastership of Trinity Col- 
lege. In addition to editing Archer 
Butler's Lectures on Ancient Philo- 
sophy, he IS the author of papers on 
Plato and Isocrates read before tht 
Cambridge Philosophical Society 
of a Sermon preached in Trinity 
College Chapel at the Commemo 
ration , " of editions of the Phaidruf 
and Gorgias of Plato (1871), witl 
dissertations and notes. He wae 
appointed a member of the Public 
Schools Commission in 1861, and i 
a member of the governing bodie 
of Eton and Westminster Schools

He 
has compiled ‘'Lays and Legends 
d* Various Nations,’' published in 
1834 } " Book of the Court," in 
1838; "Three Notelots on Shak- 
ipero,” in 1865, M,nd " llaimah 
Lightfoot, CJaoen Charlotte, and 
the Chevalier D'Eon, Dr. WiJinot’s 
Polish Princess, &c.," in 1807; and 
has edited " Anecdotes and Tradi- 
tions," published in 1839 ; " Stow's 
Survey of London," in 1842, and 
"Caxton's Reynard the Fox," in 
1814. Mr. Thoms was the projector 
and editor of Notes and Queries, 
which he was enabled to carry out 
most successfully, in eonsequciice 
of the personal regard felt for him 
by a large circle of literary friends, 
who on his retirement from it in 
Oct,, 1873, not only presented him 
with an elegant silver tea-sorvxce, 
but honoured him with a compli- 
mentary dinner Mr. Thoms has 
lately paid much attention to ultra- 
Centenarianism, and, in 1873, pub- 
lished his " Longevity of Man," 
the first book in which it was shown 
that cases of extreme old ago, like 
all otlier matters of fact, should 
not be accepted except upon most 
satisfactory evidence. Mr. Thoms 
has held for many years an appoint- 
ment in the House of Lords; in 
1863, without any application on 
3 \ 2 
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his part, he was appointed Deputy- 
Librarian; and in 1882, in conse- 
quence of advanced age, resigned 
that office, after sixty-three years 
of public service. 

THOMSON,Allbn,M.D.,F E.S , 
H.E.S E., born at Edinburgh, April 
2, 1809, is a son of Professor John 
Thomson, M.D., one of the ablest 
and most learned physicians of his 
time, and of Margaret Millar, 
daughter of Professor John Millar 
of Grlasgow University. He was 
educated at the University of Edin- 
burgh, and at Paris , graduated as 
Doctor of Medicine at the Univer- 
sity of Edinburgh in 1830, and be- 
came Fellow of the Royal College 
of Surgeons of Edinbrn-gh in 1831 
In the same year he commenced his 
career as a Lecturer on Anatomy 
and Physiology in company with 
Dr. Sharpey, in the Extra Acade- 
mical School of Edinburgh. In 
1839 he was appointed Professor of 
Anatomy in the Marisehal College 
and University of Aberdeen. In 
1842 he was appointed to the Chair 
of the Institutes of Medicine (or 
Physiology) in the University of 
Edinburgh, and, after having held 
that office for six years, he was 
transferred to the Professorshij) of 
Anatomy in the University of Glas- 
gow in 1848, and held that office 
tiU 1877, when he resigned it, and 
became a resident in London, He 
received the honorary degree of 
LL.D. from the University of Edin- 
burgh in 1871, and from the Uni- 
versilgr of Glasgow in 1877, and 
that of D.C.L from the University 
of Oxford in 1882. He was elected 
Fellow of the Royal Society of 
Edinburgh in 1838, and of the 
' Royal Society of London in 1848. 
He was member of the Medical 
Council of Education, &c , for 
the Universities of Glasgow and 
St. Andrews, 3 ointly, from 1859 to 
1877. He was President of the 
Biological Section of the British 
Association for the Advancement 
of Science at the Edinburgh Meet- 
ing in 1871 ; was one of the Yice- 


Presidents of the Association at the 
Glasgow Meeting in 1S70 , and was 
President for the year of the British 
Association which met a,t Plymouth 
in 1877. Di* Thomson has been 
mainly occupied as a public teacher, 
and as an investigator and wiater 
on anatomy and physiology , taking 
at the same tune an active^ part ui 
the public business of the institu- 
tions with wliicli ho has been con- 
nected, as well as in medical (‘duca- 
tion, and the general progress of 
science. Besides many occasional 
wi’itings, he is the author of nume- 
rous published papers on anatomical 
and physiological subjects which 
have appeared in various medical 
and scientific journals. Among 
these his memou’s '‘^On the Deve- 
lopment of the Vascular System in 
the Foetus of Vertebrated Animals,' ’ 
m the Edinburgh New Philo so^ilncal 
Journal, 1830-31, and his paioer ‘"On 
the Early Stages of Development of 
the Human Embryo,” in the Edin- 
burgh Medical and Surgical Journal, 
1839, together with his memoir “On 
the Origin of Double Monsters,” in 
the Edinburgh Monthly Journal of 
Medical Science, 1814, brought him 
reputation as an embryologist. He 
IS the fauthor of the articles on 
“ Circulation,” “ Generation,” and 
“Ovum” in the “Cyclopaedia of 
Anatomy and Physiology,” of “Out- 
lines of Physiology,” 2 parts, 1817 ; 
and he has been one of the editors 
of “ Quain's Anatomy ” since 1867, 
contributing to that work “An 
Outline of the Development of the 
Foetus,” and many other additions. 
As Chairman of the Removal and 
Building Committees of the Uni- 
versity of Glasgow, he took a lead- 
ing part from 1863 to 1871 in the 
estabbshment of the New Buildings 
for the University, and in the con- 
struction of the Western Infirmary 
in connection with the University 
Medical School. 

THOMSON, The Most Rev. 
William, D.D , Archbishop of York, 
son of the 3ate John Thomson, Esq., 
of Kelswick House, born at White- 
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liaven, Cumburlancl, Fob. 11, 1810 
was educated at Slu’ewsbuvy Schoo] 
and at Queen^s College;, Oxford, of 
wliicli lie was successively Scliolar 
Fellow, Tutor, and Provost. He 
took the dej’Tee of B.A. in 18i<0 
was ordained Deacon m IBlii, and 
Priest in 1813. After four years 
experience of parochial labour at 
Guildford and at Oiuldesdeii, li 
became tutor of his Golloge, and 
was appointed Select Preacher at 
Oxford in 18 18 Ho was chosen tc 
preach the Bamptoii Lectures in 
1853, the subject bein^* “ The Aton- 
ing Work of Ohrist.” He continued 
at Oxford until his marriage (1855) 
with Zoo, daughter of James Henry 
Skene, Esq., Her Majesty's Consul 
at Aleppo. He was appointed tc 
the Crown living of All Souls, 
Mai'ylebono, in 1855 j and the Pro- 
vostship of the College becoming 
vacant by the death of I)r. Fox, ho 
was, notwithstanding the part he 
had taken in altering the close con- 
stitution of the College, winch had 
excited some opposition, elected to 
succeed him. In 385G he was ap- 
pointed one of the Select Preachers 
a second time ; in 1858 was chosen 
Preacher of Lincoln's Inn, which 
post he held till his elevation to the 
Episcopal Bench; and in 1859 ho 
was appointed one of Her Majesty's 
Chaplains in Ordinary On the 
translation of Dr. Baring to the 
bishopric of Durham, Dr. Thomson 
was, on the recommendation of Lord 
Palmerston, appointed to the vacant 
see of Gloucester and Bristol (Doc., 
1861). He did not remain long in 
that diocese, for on the death of 
Archbishop Sumner, Dr. Longdey 
was translated to Canterbury, the 
archiepiscopal see of York became 
vacant, and after some delay the 
appointment was, contrary to all 
precedent, conferred (Nov, 1862) 
on Dr. Thomson, who had not been 
a twelvemonth bishop. The en- 
thronization was celebrated in York 
Minster, Feb. 21, 1863. His Grace 
took an active part in promoting 
the Public Worship Begulation Act, 


and liad ch{i,i*ge of that moaMuru in 
the House < >f i^eors , and at Ins in- 
stance the CJovej’iiment, in Fel)., 
1S78, consented to the iLppomtmeiit 
of a Ifcoynl Commission on Ohurcli 
i^btj'onagc^ Dj*. T’homson, who is 
Fellow of the Eoyal and Geogra- 
idiieal Societies, was for some tim(% 
Examinei* lu Logic an<l Mental 
Science to the Society of Arts, a,nd 
acted for several years as Examiner 
ill Divinity in tJie Oxford MiddJe- 
Class Examinations. He is the 
author of An < lutline of the Neces- 
sary Laws of Thought : a treatise 
on pure and aiiplied logic " (2nd o<l., 
18J9), winch IS used in several uni- 
versities in this country and in 
America as a text book ; “ Tlie 
Atoning Work of Chi’ist viewed in 
relation to some cuiTent J’heorios," 
being the Bampton Lectures for 
1853 ; Crime and its Excuses," in 
the Oxford Essays," 1855; “Ser- 
mons preached m Lincoln's inn 
Chapel," 1801 ; “ PaiBtoinl Letter to 
the Clergy and Laity of the Province 
of York," in reference to the recent 
decision of the Privy Council on two 
of the “ Essays and Bevi(‘ws," 18(5 {- ; 
“Life in the Light of God’s W<ird," 
sermons, 1868; “ The Limits of P)ii- 
losophical Inquiry," an address de- 
livered to the members of the Edin- 
burgh Philosophical Institution, 
1868; “Seven Years," a charge to 
the clergy of the diocese of York, 
1870; “Design m Nature," a lec- 
ture delivered in connection with 
the Christian Evidence Society, 5th 
ed., 1871 , articles on “Jesus Christ " 
and the “Gospels " in Smith’s “ Dic- 
tionary of the Bible;" and nume- 
rouB single sermons. He also edited 
“Aids to Faith" (18()J), a series 
of theological essays, by several 
writers, in reply to the “ Essays 
and Reviews ; " and he W'as the pro- 
jector of “ The Speaker’s Coiumen- 
-ai’y." Ills Grace is Primate of 
England, a Governor of the Char- 
terhouse, and of King's College, 
London, and patron of ninety-six 
livings. The see is of the annual 
value of .£10^000.

THOMSON, S., 

LL.D , B.C.L., was born at Belfast 
in June, 1824 His father, the late 
James Thomson, LL D , was lecturer 
on mathematics at the Royal Acade- 
mical Institute in Belfast, but on 
his appointment to the professor- 
ship of that science in the Univer- 
sity of Glasgow, he removed thither 
\nth his family At the early age 
of eleven Wilham entered the Col- 
lege, and shortly after completing 
his coiu’se at Glasgow he removed 
to Peterhouse, Cambridge, where 
he graduated in 1845 as second 
•wrangler, being immediately after- 
wards elected to a fellowship. In 
1846 he was made Professor of 
Natural Philosophy in the Uni- 
versity of Glasgow, and still occu- 
pies that post. In the same year 
he accepted the editorship of the 
Cambridge and Dublin Mathematical 
Journal. To this magazme, which 
he continued to edit for about seven 
years, he contributed valuable ad- 
ditions to the mathematical theory 
of electricity, and among the prin- 
cipal of these was his paper on 
the Distribution of Electricity on 
Spherical Conductors,^^ published in 
1848. In 1855 Mr. Thomson de- 
livered the Bakerian Lecture. It 
was entitled, Electrodynamic Pro- 
perties of Metals,” and contained a 
series of escperimental investiga- 
tions of the highest value. Among 
the most important of his contri- 
butions to the advancement of elec- 
trical science are the construction 
of several beautiful instruments, 
and their application to the study 
of atmospheric electricity. His 
quadrant and portable electrome- 
ters,^ owing to their diversities of 
applica'tion and extreme delicacy 
and accuracy, have been of the 
greatest service ; a medication of 
the former has been very success- 
fully 'used at the Kew Observatory, 
to indicate and self-register changes 
in the electric state of the atmo- 
sphere. But it is in connection 
with submarme telegraphy that 
Mr. Thomson's labours in electrical 


science are best known, ho being 
the inventor of the Mirror Galva- 
nometer and the Siphon-Eccorder, 
which, owing to their extreme de- 
licacy, can be worked by very low 
battery power, a circumstance that 
tends greatly to the preservation of 
the caWos To the science of mag- 
netism also Sir W Thomson has 
made important additions, but it is 
in the investigation of the nature of 
heat that his extraordinary power 
of mathematical msight is seen to 
the greatest advantage. Owing to 
their abstruse nature, it is im- 
possible to give in this work a 
detailed account of the results of 
his experiments, but the following 
may be mentioned as the princi- 
pal . — The conversion of water at 
the freezing point into ice without 
expenditure of force ; the specific 
heat of substances ; the heating of 
indiarubber by sudden stretching j 
the relation between the force ex- 
pended and the heat produced in 
the compression of a gas ; and the 
universal tendency in nature to the 
dissipation of mechanical energy. 
The last of these is in many re- 
spects one of the most extraordinary 
generalizations of modern science 
Sir William Thomson's views on 
the subject were published in 1862 
in the Philosophical Magazine. The 
limits of this notice do not allow 
any reference to many other papers 
by this distinguished worker in 
science we can only mention 
those on “ Thermal Effects of Fluids 
in Motion,” the "Mathematical 
Theory of Elasticity;” the "Rigidity 
of the Earth;” the "Determina- 
tion of a Ship's Place at Sea from 
Observation of Altitudes and on 
"Approach caused by Vibration.” 
On the successful completion of the 
Atlantic Cable in 1866 he received 
the honour of knighthood, and was 
presented with the freedom of the 
city of Glasgow. For his profound 
and extensive attainments Sir Wil- 
liam has received many acknow- 
ledgments. The degree of LL.D. 
was conferred on him successively 
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by the Univerciities of Dublin, 
Cambrid^’e, and Edinbnrg^li, and 
that of D.C.L. by Oxford IIo is a 
Eellow of both the London and 
Edinburgh Eoyal Societies, from 
the former of which he received the 
Eoyal Medal, and from the latter 
the Keith Prize. He dedivered the 
liedo Lecture at Cambridge in 
1866 , was President of the British 
Association at its iiioeting at Edin- 
burgh in 1871 , and was elected 
President of the G-eological Society 
of Grlasg’ow for the year 1872. On 
Oct 29, 1872, he was elected a 
Eellow of St. Peter’s College, Cam- 
bridge, under the provisions of the 
College statutes, empowering* the 
Master and Fellows to elect men 
eminent for science or learning 
In Dec. 1877, he was elected by the 
Paris Academy of Soionoes to fill 
the place of the late Von Baer as 
Foreign Associate. He was Pre- 
sident of the Section of Mathe- 
matical and Physical Science at 
the meeting of the British Associa- 
tion, held at York in Sept, 1881, 
when he delivered a remarkable 
addi'ess on the soiu’ces of energy in 
nature available to man for the 
production of mechanical effect 
Sir William Thomson was appointed 
one of the British Commissioners 
for the Electrical Exhibition hold 
at Vienna in Aug 1883. The first 
volume of Mathematical and 
Physical PJlpers” by him, ‘'col- 
lected^ from different scientific 
periodicals,” was published at Cam- 
bridge in 1882. 

THOEBUBH, Eo-bekt, A.E.A., 
miniature-painter, born at Dum- 
fries, in 1818, studied the first 
rudiments of the art at Edinburgh, 
under Sir W. Allen j won the chief 
prize at the Scottish Academy, re- 
paired to London, and was admitted 
a student of the Eoyal Academy in 
1836.

In a few years 
he began to dispute supremacy, 
both as to the art displayed and 


patronage received, wiLli the estab- 
lished favourites of the day, Eoss 
and Newton, ospcoinlly in female 
portraits. In 181<5 ho executed by 
commission a portrait of the late 
Prince Consort , in 18 1C», one of the 
Duchess of Mocklenburg-Strolltz , 
in 1817, porti’aits of the Princess 
Charlotte of Belgium and the Duke 
of Brabant; and in 181<8, a group 
of the Qneou, with the Princess 
Helena and Prince Alfred. He has 
contimiod to advance in reputation, 
and his groups of “ The Hon. 
Mrs. Norton’s Family,” of "The 
Marchioness of Waterford and Vis- 
countess Canning,” and of "The 
Duchess of Buccleuch, Ladies Scott 
and Balfour,” excited especial ad- 
miration. Those groups exceeded 
the usual diinonsions of miniatures, 
a tendency which has boon carried 
out in most of Mr. Thorbiirn’s 
portraits. He was vV> Ivcd A.E.A. 
in 181-8, gained the fir&t goLI medal 
at the TJni versa! Exhibition at Paris 
in 1855, and elected an Hono- 
rary Mem})e]' of tlio Eoyal Scottish 
A oademy . W i linn tlic last few years 
Mr. Thorburn has piMotisod por- 
trait painting in oil-colours with 
great success. 

THOENTON, The Eight Hon. 
Sir Edward, G- C.B., is the son of 
the late Eight Hon, Sir Edward 
Thornton, G.C.B., who was for some 
time Envoy Extraordinary an(i 
Minister Plenipotentiary in Por- 
tugal, and upon whom the title of 
Count de Cassilhas, m that kingdom, 
had been Conferred by King I ohn VI . 
of Portugal. Sir Edward Thornton, 
who succeeded to the title of Count 
de Cassilhas (in the kingdom of Por- 
tugal) on the death of his father 
about 1850, entered the diplomatic 
service in IS 1-2, when ho was attached 
to the mission at Turin. Ifo was 
appointed paid attach^ at Mexico ui 
181i5, and Secretary of Logationto 
the Eepublio of Mexico in 1851, 
From April, 1852, till Oct. 1853, he 
acted as Secretary to the late Sir 
Charles Hotham’s special mission to 
the Eiver Plate. He was appointed 
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Charge Affaires and Consul-Gene- 
ral to the Eepuhlicof New Granada 
in May, 1854, hut was transferred 
to the Oriental Eepnhlic of the 
Uruguay in Sept of the same year. 
He was appointed Minister Pleni- 
potentiary to the Argentine Con- 
federation of 1859 ; in July, 1865, 
he was sent on a special mission to 
the Emperor of Brazil, and in the 
following month he was appointed 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary to the EmjDeror of 
Brazil. He retamed this post until 
Sept. 1867, when he was transferred 
in the same capacity to the court of 
the King of Portugal. He, how- 
ever, did not proceed thither, hut 
was appointed in the following Dec. 
to the post of Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary at 
Washington, in the place of the 
late Hon. Sir Frederick Bruce, 
G.C B. In recognition of his diplo- 
matic services he was made a Com- 
panion of the Bath (civil division) 
in Feh. 1863 ; and a Knight Com- 
mander of the same order, Aug. 9, 
1870. He was sworn of the Privy 
Cou^c^, Aug. 19, 1871. Sir Ed- 
ward Thornton was appomted Am- 
bassador at St. Petersburg m May, 
1881, and was created a G.C.B. in 
Aug. 1883. 

THOENTON, The Eight Ebv 
Samuel, D.D., born m London m 
1835, was educated at Merchant 
Taylors' School, and at Queen's 
College, Oxford, where he gained a 
fellowship (B.A. 1856 ; M A. 1858). 
He became a missionary of the 
London Diocesan Home Mission in 
1858 ,* was appointed incumbent of 
St Jude's, "V^techapel, in 1860, 
rector of St George's, Birmingham, 
in 1864; and Bishop of Ballarat, 
Austraha, on its being taken out 
of the diocese of Melbourne and 
constituted a separate see. He was 
consecrated in Westminster Abbey, 
May 1, 1875 

THOENTCEOPT, Mbs Mabt, 
daughter of the late Mr. John 
Francis, sculptor, who, when verging 
towards middle life, settled in Lon- 


don, was born in 181 i-, at Thornham, 
in Norfolk From an early age she 
was admitted to his stmlio, and 
began to carry on her favourite 
experiments with the clay. This 
waste of time," as it was then 
called, resulted in increasing manual 
facility, and she became an exhibitor 
of heads and busts at the Eoyal 
Academy, having previously made 
her first essay in imaginative sculp- 
ture by a figure of “ I'oiielope," and 
a group, representing Ulysses 
and his Dog." The Avork which 
first attraetG<l the .‘ittention of the 
public was a life-sized statue called 
the "Flower-Girl." Miss Francis 
became the wife of Mr. Thorny croft, 
who had been a pupil of her father, 
in 1840, accompanied him on a tour 
through Italy in 1812, and at Eome 
derived great advantage from the 
advice of Thorwaldsen and Gibson. 
The latter was struck with her 
models of " Sappho " and a "Sleep- 
ing Child," executed during her 
stay in that city. The " Sleeping 
Child" made so favourable an im- 
pression on Mr. Gibson’s mind that, 
when asked by the Queen to x^oint 
out the best artist to model the 
portraits of the royal children, he 
at once mentioned its author On 
her retmm to England in 1813, Mrs. 
Thornycroft received Her Majesty's 
command to execute a statue of the 
Princess Alice, and performed her 
task so satisfactorily, that commis- 
sions were given to her for statues 
of the Princess Eoyal, the Prince 
of Wales, and Prince Alfred. This 
senes, designed by the artist in the 
character of the four seasons, has 
become very generally known, 
having been exhibited at the Eoyal 
Academy, and engraved. The 
Queen continued to patronize her, 
and she executed other works for 
the royal family. Her admirable 
work, a " Girl Skipping," was 
greatly admired in the Paris Exhi- 
bition of 1855, as a faithful tran- 
script from nature, full of grace 
and elegance, both in idea and 
execution. 
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THOEOLD, The Eight Eev. 
Anthony Wilson, D D , Bishop 
of Eochester, younger son of the 
late Eev Edward Thorold, rector 
of IIougliaui-cuui-Marston, Lin- 
colnshire, by Mary, only daughter 
of Thomas Wilson, Esq., M B., of 
Grranthain, was born at Houg'hani, 
June 13, 1825, and educated at 
Queen’s College, Oxford (B A 
1817, M A. 1850, I) D , by diploma, 
1877) He was rector of St. Giles-m- 
the-Fields, London, from 1857 to 
1868 , a member of the Schools 
Inquiry Commission in 1861 ; 
minister of Curzon Chapel, May- 
fair, in 1868 , and was elected on 
the first School Board for London 
111 1870. He became vicar of St. 
Pancras, Middlesex, and rural dean, 
in 1809 , canon residentiary of York 
in 187 1 , examining chaplain to the 
Archbishop of York the same year ; 
also provmcial chaplain to the 
Archbishop of Canterbury. On the 
recoinniendation of Lord Beacons- 
field, he was nominated by the 
Crown to the bishopric of Eochoster, 
in succession to Dr Claughton, who 
had been translated to the newly- 
constituted see of St Albans He 
was consecrated in Westminster 
Abbey, July 25, 1877. He is the 
author of a work on '‘‘The Presence 
of Christ,” which has gone through 
ten editions. 

THOEPE, Thomas Edwari), 
FES., was born at Harpurhey, 
near Manchester, Dec. 8, 1845, 
being the son of a Manchester mer- 
chant He was educated at private 
schools, at Owens College, Man- 
chester, and at the Universities of 
Heidelberg and Bonn. He was 
appointed Demonstrator of Chemis- 
try at Owens College in 1869 j Pro- 
fessor of Chemistry in Anderson’s 
College, Glasgow, in 1870 j and 
Professor of Chemistryin the newly- 
erected Yorkshire College at Leeds 
in 1874. He is a F.E.S., a Member 
of Council of the Chemical Society of 
London, a Fellow of the Society of 
Chemical Industry, Ph D.of Heidel- , 
berg, and Examiner in Chemistry ! 


to the University of London (1882). 
He was First Longstaffo Medallist 
of the Chemical Society of London, 
and IS a member of the Council of 
the Philosoiihical and Literal y 
Society of Leeds, and a correspond- 
ing member of the Philosoiihical So- 
ciety of G lasgow Professor Thorpe 
IS the author of 48 memoirs on 
Chemistry and Physical Chemistry, 
published in the ‘'Philosophical 
Transactions,” the Proceedings of 
the Eoyal Society and the J ournal 
of the Chemical Society and the 
British Association Eeports. He 
IS also the author of "Inorganic 
Chemistry,” 2 vols ; "Qualitative 
Analysis,” "Quantitative Analysis,” 
"Chemical Problems , ” and editor of 
"Coal its History and U ses ” He has 
likewise wintten various articles in 
Watt’s " Dictionary of Chemistry,” 
and is a frequent contributor to 
Nature and other scientific periodi- 
cals. Professor Thorpe was a mem- 
ber of the Solar Eclipse Exiiedi- 
tions of 1870 and 1878 
TILDEN, Samuel Jones, born 
at New Lebanon, Now York, Feb. 9, 
1814. He graduated at Yale Col- 
lege j then studied law, and was 
a<£nitted to the New York bar, and 
acquired a large fortune in his pro- 
fession. He entered into politics 
at an early age, and while not seek- 
ing office, became prominent as a 
leader of the Democratic party, and 
for thirteen years was chairman of 
the State Democratic Committee. 
He was a member of two State 
Constitutional Conventions (1846, 
1867) ; and served for two terms in 
the New York State Assembly 
(18 M3, 1872). In 1871 ho took a 
prominent part in exposing and 
bringing to punishment a band of 
corrupt officials, known as the 
"Tammany Eing,” who had for 
years plundered the treasury of the 
city of New York, In 1874 he was 
nominated by the Democrats for 
Governor of the State, and al- 
though at the previous election two 
years before, the Eepublioan candi- 
date succeeded by a majority of 
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50,000;, Mr Tildcii now was clioson 
by a majority nearly as large In 
1870 he was the Democratic candi- 
date for the Presidency, receiving 
a large majority of all the popular 
votes cast. But when the electoral 
vote came to be finally counted, it 
was adjudged that Mr. Hayes, the 
Republican candidate, had a majo- 
rity of one over Mr. Tilden, and so 
became President Eor the details 
of this election, see the article 
" Hates, Ruthereoe-d B.^* 
TITCOMB, The B.ioht Rev. 
Jonathan Holt, D.D , horn in 
London in 1819, and educated at 
Peterhouse, Cambridge (B A. 184d , 
M.A 1843 , D D., honoris caifsd, 
1877), was vicar of St Androw-the- 
Less, Cambridge, 1845-59 , secre- 
tary to the Christian Vernacular 
Education Society for India, 
1859-61 j vicar of St. Stephen’s, 
South Lambeth, 1861-76 , and hono- 
rary canon of Winchester and 
vicar of Woking, Surrey, 1876-77. 
Having been appointed by the 
Crown to the bishopric of Rangoon, 
in British Burmah, he was conse- 
crated in Westminster Abbey, Dec. 
21, 1877. He resigned his bishopric 
at the beginning of the year 1882 
TODHXTNTER, Isaac, M.A , 
E R.S., son of a dissenting minister, 
of Scotch extraction, horn at Rye, 
in 1820, after studying at Univer- 
sity College, London, went as tutor 
in a school at Wimbledon, in order 
to obtain funds to defray the ex- 
penses of a three years’ residence 
at Cambridge, and then entered at 
St. John’s College, in that univer- 
sity, where he graduated B A. in 
1848, as Senior Wrangler. He 
became Fellow, Assistant Tutor, 
and Principal Mathematical Lec- 
turer of his College, and has written 
treatises on " The Differential 
Calculus,^’ Analytical Statics,” 
Plane Co-ordinate Geometry,” 
Integral Calculus,” Algebra,” 
''Plane Trigonometry,” "Spherical 
Trigon6metry,” "History of Pro- 
gress of Calculus of Variations 
during the Nineteenth Century,” 


piihlishod in 1861 , “ Trij*;onometry 
for Bogmneih,” “ Mcn-suraiion for 
BcgiiinorK,” 1860; " I?oHoai’d]os on

TODLEBEJSl, Gen Francis 
Edward, son of a, bbopkeoxier, iva-s 
horn at Mitan, in Conrlaiul, May 8, 
1818. After Gtudying in the schools 
of Riga., ho was aelmitted into the 
College of Engineers at St. Peters- 
burg, and served with tlie forces 
desi>atehed to attempt tlie i*edue- 
tion of the Circa ssiaim in 183-8. 
When the Russian war broke out, 
in 1851, he was second captain in 
the corps of engineers destined for 
service in the field, and having dis- 
tinguished himself under Gen. 
Schilders, in the campo.ign of the 
Danube, proceeded to tlie Crimea. 
Although Sebastopol was compara- 
tively an open city, he succeeded, 
under the continuous fire of the 
enemy, in converting it into a for- 
tress, which resisted for more than 
a year the efforts of the allied 
armies Within twelve months be 
passed successively through the 
grades of captain, lieut.-oolonel, 
ad jut. -colon el, ma-jor-genoral, and 
ad jut. -general ; and received, among 
other distinctions, the decoration 
of the fourth, and of the third 
class of the Order of St. George, 
which is conferred only for brilliant 
deeds, and upon the proposal of .the 
Chapter of the Knights of the 
Order. During this memorable 
siege he was wounded in the foot, 
and compelled to retire. He was 
intrusted by the emperor with the 
defence of Nicolaieff, threatened by 
the allies ; and afterwards sent to 
protect Cronstadt. For many years 
after the peace of 1856 he had no 
active employment, but devoted 
himself to scientific and literary 
studies. He wrote a " Narrative of 
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tlio War in tlio Crimea , ” and in 
1865 visited England, where he mot 
with a most cordial reoeiition. 
j\i’ter the defeat of the Enssian 
army before Plevna (Sept. 11, 1877) 
General Toclleben, who appears 
previously not to have enjoyed 
Court favour, was invited to under- 
take the reduction of that strong- 
hold On his arrival at the Bussian 
head-quai’ters (Sept 28) the famous 
engineer at once proceeded to direct 
regular siege operations by sap and 
imne against the Turkish fortifica- 
tions Soon the place was com- 
pletely invested, and after a contest 
which worthily ended an heroic 
defence, Osman Pasha, the Turkish 
commander, was at last compelled 
to sun-ender at discretion. In 
April, 1878, General Todleben was 
appointed Commander-in-Chief of 
the Eussian army before Constan- 
tmople in the place of the Grand- 
Duke Nicholas, who had to give uj) 
that post in consequence, it was 
alleged, of ill-health. Subsequently 
he iDecame Governor-General of 
Odessa, which post he resigned in 
June, 18S0. 

TOOLE, John Laurenoe, come- 
dian, son of Mr. Toole,”” the civic 
toast-master, born in London, March 
12, 1830, was educated at the City 
of London School, and became a 
clerk to a wine-merchant, but quit- 
ted this occupation, his taste lying 
in another direction. Having been 
smitten with the “ bias dramatic,” 
he was induced to join the City 
Histrionic Club, where his qualifi- 
cations for the i’amatic profession 
were soon recognized, and he found 
a favourable opportunity for ap- 
pearing before a public audience at 
a benefit to Mr E. Webster, at the 
Haymarket Theatre, July 22, 1852 
Having successfully passed this 
ordeal, he resolved to become an 
actor, and commenced his profes- 
sional career under Mr. Charles 
Dillon, at the Queen's Theatre, 
Dublin, where he achieved great 
success. After further testing his 
powers at Belfast, Edinburgh, and 


Glasgow, he accepted, in 1851, an 
ongageinent at the St. James's 
Theatre, London, under the man«ige- 
mont of Mrs Seymour, and sustained 
a variety of characters in low comedy 
with considerable success. This was 
followed by an engagement with his 
old manager, Mr C Dillon, who 
had the Lyceum for a short term, 
and, on the oi^cnmg of the Now 
Adelphi Theatre by Mr. Webster, 
Mr Toole became the leading come- 
dian. His style of acting is marked 
by a close fidelity to nature in every 
character he midertakes, whether it 
be in the hroad region of farce, or 
in those more important parts in 
which tears and laughter equally 
predominate , such as Caleb Plum- 
mer,” in the version of Mr Dickens’s 

Cricket on the Hearth,” or the 
honest fireman "'Joe Bright,” in 
the drama " Through Eire and 
Water” Eor several years Mr. 
Toole has been in the habit of 
making a professional tour in the 
provinces, where he is as great a 
favourite as in the metropolis. In 
July, 1874, he went on a "" starring” 
tour to the United States, and 
made his American at Wal- 

lack's Theatre, New York (Aug. 17) 
He reappeared at the Gaiety Theatre, 
London, Nov. 8, 1875. On the 17th of 
Nov , 1880, he commenced the man- 
agement at the Eolly Theatre, which 
he has had reconstructed in accord- 
ance with all the requirements of 
the axithorities, re-cliristened it, and 
called it after his own name — 
Toole's Theatre — which is one of 
the best managed and most suc- 
cessful in the metropolis.

TOEEENS, Sir Egbert Eichabd, 
K.C.M G , is the son of the late 
iolonel Eobert Torrens, formerly 
M.P. for Ashburton and Bolton, 
and was bom in 1814. He was 
educated at Trinity College, Dublin, 
but his name does not appear in the 
list of Dublin graduates. He was 
appointed in 1841 Collector of Cus- 
toms in South Australia, and a non- 
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elective member of tlie Legislative 
Coimcil of that colony In 1852 lie 
became Treasurer of Soiitb Aus 
tralia, and was elected tbe first 
member for Adelaide under the new 
Constitution. He was subsequentlj 
appointed Chief Secretary and Re 
gistrar-Q-eneral of the colony, with 
the interests of which he had been 
so long identified He was chosen 
in the Liberal interest as member 
for the borough of Cambridge at 
the general election of Dec , 1868 
but lost his seat at the general 
election of Eeb , 1874 The honour 
of knighthood was conferred on 
him m 1872, in recognition of his 
colonial services, and more especi- 
ally in connection with the Regis- 
tration of Titles to Land Act m’st 
enacted m South Australia. Sir 
Robert is the author of several 
published works more or less bear 
ing upon our Colonies, including 
the questions of " Transportation/’ 
"The Effects of the G-old Discoveries 
on the Currency/’ and " Condition 
of South Austria.” 

TORRENS, William Tobrens 
MgCtjllagh, M P., eldest son o 
Mr James McCullagh, of Q-reen 
field, CO. Dublin, born m Oct , 1813 
was educated at Trinity College 
Dublin (B.A. 1834, LL.B 1840), 
was called to the Irish bar in ] 836, 
afterwards became a member of 
Lincoln’s Inn, and practised at the 
Common Law bar. He was ap- 
pointed a Commissioner of the Poor 
Law Inquiry in Ireland in 1835, 
private secretary to Lord Taunton 
(then Mr. Labouchere) in 1846, re- 
presented Dundalk in the advanced 
Liberal interest from March, 1848, 
till the general election in July, 
1852, when he was an unsuccessful 
candidate for Yarmouth, for which 
he was returned at the general elec- 
tion in March, 1857, but was un- 
seated on petition, and he was re- 
turned for Einsbury at the general 
election in July, 1865. In 1863 he 
assumed, for family reasons, his 
maternal name. In 1867 he was 
a prominent member of the ad- i 


vanced Liberal party, who secured 
by their support Mr Disraeli’s 
proposal of household suifrago, and 
in committee on the Reform Bill he 
projiGsed and carried the lodger 
franchise. In the following year 
he brought in the Artisans’ Dwell- 
ings Bill, which passed both Houses. 
In 1869 ho obtained the adoiition of 
the system for London of lioarding 
children by Poor Law Gruardiaiis , 
and m 1870 an Act to amend the 
laws regarding extradition was 
passed in accordance with the re- 
commendations of a committee, for 
which Mr Torrens had moved two 
years before. The School Board 
for London was suggested and pro- 
posed to Parliament by him as an 
amendment to Mr. Forster’s Ele- 
mentary Education Bill, and he 
was himself elected a member of 
the School Board for Finsbury. 
Mr. Torrens has written " Lectures 
on the Study of History,” "The 
Life of R L. Shiel,” "Life and 
Times of Sir James Hraham ; ” " In- 
dustrial History of Free Nations , ” 
" Empire in Asia, How we came by 
it* a Book of Confessions,” 1872;

Viscount Melbourne,” 2 vols , 1877

TOZER, The Right Rev Wil- 
liam G-eoege, D.D., was educated 
at St. John’s College, Oxford, and 
graduated B.A. in 1851, M.A. in 
1854, and received the degree of 
D.D., dignitatis jure^ m 1863, when 
he was consecrated Bishop of Zan- 
zibar. His health having com- 
pletely given way under the climate 
at Zanzibar, he resigned the bishop- 
ric m 1874. His health having 
been completely re-establishod, he 
was nominated by the Archbishops 
of Canterbury and York, and the 
Bishop of London, in Aug., 1870, to 
the vacant bishopric of Jamaica. 

TRELAWNY, Sib John Salxjs- 
BTJEY, Bart., eldest son of the late 
Sir W. L. S. Trelawny, Bart., for- 
merly M.P. for East Cornwall, and 
later Lord Lieut, for Cornwall, born 
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June 2, 1816, and educated at 
Westminster and ^l\*inity Collogo, 
Cambridge, wlicre lie became B A. , 
was called to the bar at Lincoln’s 
Inn in 18 M, and succeeded bis 
father as nmtli baronet, Nov. 15, 
1856 He is a Magistrate and Dc- 
puty-Lieut for the county of Corn- 
wall, was appointed in 18 10 captain 
of the Cornwall Rangers Militia, 
and was some time Captain-Com- 
mandant of the 2nd Cornwall Rifles 
Militia. He was one of the mem- 
bers for Tavistock in the Liberal 
interest from March, 1843, till 
April, 1852, when he retired Sub- 
sequently standing in 1852, he was 
unsuccessful, but was again elected 
in March, 1857, and retired at the 
general election in July, 18G5 He 
was well known in the House of 
Commons as one of the leaders of 
the Anti-Church-rate Movement, 
and for several years proposed a 
motion on that subject He was 
elected for Eixst Cornwall in 1868, 
and held that seat till Fob , 187‘1-. 
In 1870 Sir J. S Trelawny w'as aj)- 
pointed one of the eommissionors to 
inquire into and report upon tlie 
administration and operation of the 
Contagious Diseases Acts. 

TRENCH, The Rev. Francis, 
brother of the Arehbishoi) of Dub- 
lin, bom in July, 1806, was educated 
at Harrow and at Oriel College, 
Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 
in classical honours in 1828 Hav- 
ing been curate of St. G-iles’s, and 
incumbent of St. John’s, Reading, 
he was appointed to the Rectory of 
Islip, OsSordshire, in 1857. He has 
written " Sermons at Reading,” m 
1843 ; Travels in France and 
Spain,” in 1845, '^Scotland, its 
Faith and Features,” and Portrait 
of Charity, Exposition of 1 Corintli. 
xiii.,” in 1846 , Walk Round Mont 
Plane,” in 1818; ‘^'Life and Cha- 
racter of St John the Evangelist,” 
in 1850, Job’s Testimony to Jesus, 
and Resurrection of the Body,” in

TRENCH, The Most Rev. 
Richard Chenevtx, I) D , Arcli- 
bishoji of Dublin, is the second son 
of the late Rnduircl Trench, Esq., 
brother of the first Lord Ashtuwn 
in the Irish peerage He was born 
Sept 9, 1807, graduated at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, in 1829, and 
was ordained to a country curacy. 
It was not, however, as a scholar or 
a divine, but as a poet, that Mr. 
Trench first became known. About 
1837, while holding the incumbency 
of Curdridge Chapel, a district in 
the extensive parish of Bishoji’s 
Waltham, Hants, ho published two 
volumes of iioems, entitl(‘d ^'Sab- 
bation, Honor Neale, and otla'i' 
Poems,” ami the Story of ,lustui 
Martyr,” soniewliat lu the style of 
Wor(lHW'’orth. 'J'hese poems, which 
wore favourably received, wT'ro fol- 
loAvcd by “Cenoveva,” “Elegiac 
Poems,” and “ Po(aus from Eastern 
Sources.” Among those who took 
an interest in the autlior was tlm 
Rev. Samuel WiBierforce, then rec- 
tor of Alverstoke, to whom ho be- 
came curate in 1841, resigning the 
incumbency of Curdridge. There 
he continued in the active discharge 
of his parochial duties till 1845, 
when his rector was promoted to 
the deanery of Westminster, and 
he was presented to the rectory of 
Itchon Stoke, by the late Lord Ash- 
burton, to whom ho had become 
known at Alvor&toke Dr. Wilber- 
force, on his promotion to the see 
of Oxford, ax>pointed Mr Troncli 
his examining chapla.in In 1815 
and 1846 ho was Hulsoan Lecturer 
at Cambridge, and for a short time 
one of the select jireachors. About 
3847 he became Theological Pro- 
fessor and Examiner at King’s 
College, London, and continued to 
hold that appointment till he was 
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appointed Dean of Westminster, 
on tlie death of Dr Bnckland, in 
185G. He was consecrated Arch- 
bishop of Dublin Jan. 1, 1861, after 
the decease of Dr. Whately His 
chief publications are “Notes on the 
Miracles Notes on the Parables ” 
(12th edit, 1S74<), “The Lessons 
in Proverbs;” “The Sermon on 
the Mount, illustrated from St. 
Augustine,^'’ “Sacred Latin Poetry,” 
“St Augustine as an Interpreter 
of Scripture;” “Synonyms of the 
New Testament,” “The Epistles 
to the Seven Churches of Asia 
Minor;” “An Essay on the Life 
and G-enius of Calderon , ” “ Defici- 
encies in our English Dictionaries ; ” 
“Glossary of English Words used 
in Different Senses,” a work “On 
the Authorized Yersion of the New 
Testament, with Thoughts on its 
Ee vision ;” a useful treatise on the 
modem English language, entitled 
“The Study of Words,” being the 
substance of some lectures delivered 
at Winchester to the Diocesan 
Training College , and “ Lectures 
on Mediaeval Church History,” 1878 
In 1832 he married his cousin, the 
Hon. Frances Mary Trench, sister 
of Lord Ashtown, by whom he has 
a numerous family. 

TEE y ELY AN, Sir Charles 
Edward, Bart , K C.B , a son of 
the late Archdeacon Trevelyan (of 
Taunton), was born in 1807, and 
educated at the Charterhouse and 
Haileybm'y College, on leaving 
which he entered the East India 
Company’s Civil Service, and was 
employed under Lord W Bentinek 
and Lord Auckland in several im- 
portant posts. The reports sub- 
mitted by him on the transit and 
town duties, noticed in McCulloch’s 
“ Literatui’e of Political Economy,” 
led to the abohtion of those imposts , 
and his exertions in the cause of 
native education resulted in the re- 
solution of the Government of India, 
whereby the promotion of European 
hterature and science among the 
Indian natives was declared to be 
a great object of the Government. 


In 18 10 he was appointed A ssistfint- 
Secretary to the Treasury, and in 
IS IS he was made a JCnight Ooin- 
niander of the Bath for his exertions 
for the relief of the distress caused 
by the Irish fa, in me He was long 
engaged with Sir StalbuMl North - 
cote and others m tlie revision of 
the civil establishments, and was 
mainly instrumental in throwing 
open the Civil Service to public 
competition. In Jan , 1850, he was 
apiiointed Governor of Madras, 
from which post he was recalled in 
May, 1860, for imblishing his pro- 
test against the new taxes proposed 
by the Government of India, but 
Her Majesty’s Government recorded 
at the same time “their high a])- 
preciation of the services which Sir 
Charles Trevelyan has rendered 
during his administration,” and 
that “ no servant of the Crown has 
more earnestly endeavoured to 
carry out the great principles of 
government, which were promul- 
gated to the Princes and People of 
India in Her Majesty’s Gracious 
Proclamation. For these valuable 
services the thanks of Her Majesty^'s 
Government are due to Sir Charles 
Trevelyan ” In October, 1862, Sir 
G Trevelyan was appointed Finan- 
cial Minister in India, which office 
he resigned on account of ill-health 
in April, 1865 During his finan- 
cial administration important re- 
forms were made in the system of 
accounts, and the resources of India 
were developed by a great exten- 
sion of public works After his 
return home, Sir C Trevelyan re- 
sumed the subject of army purchase, 
upon which he had given evidence 
before the Koyal Commission of 
1857, and j)ublished two pamph- 
lets, which had much influence 
on the settlement of the question. 
Since then he has directed his 
principal attention to the reform 
of the chanties and the miti- 
gation of the pauperism of the 
metropolis He was created a Ba- 
ronet in 1874 Sir Charles married, 
in 1831, Miss Hannah More Mac- 
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atilay, sister of the late Lord | 
Macaulay. He is author of hooks i 
on the Education of the People of 
India/’ of an account of the Irish 
Famine, uiuler t]ie title of the 
" Irish Crisis,” and of “ Christianity 
and Hinduism contrasted,” 18S1. 

TEEYELYAN, The Ewht Hon. 
G-eoroI'I O'l’TO, M P., horn July 20, 
1838, at Eothloy Temple, Leicester- 
shire, is the only son of Sir Charles 
Edward Trevelyan, Bart , E C.B., 
and Hannah More Macaulay, sister 
of Lord Macaulay. He was educated 
at Harrow School and Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge, where he was 
second in the first class in classics. 
He was’ elected member for Tyne- 
mouth in the Liberal interest in 
1863 , and for the Border burghs in 
1868 Mr Trevelyan was appointed 
Civil Lord of the Admiralty, in Mr. 
Gladstone’s Government, iii D(3e., 
1868, ljut I’esigned oiiice in July, 
1870, on a i3omt of conscience con- 
noetod with the Government Edu- 
cation Bill. Ho advocated a 
sweeping reform of the army, in- 
cluding the abolition of the piu’chase 
of commissions, both in and out of 
Parliament. Mr. Trevelyan suc- 
ceeded Mr Shaw-Lefevre as Parlia- 
mentaiy Secretary to the Admiralty 
in Hov , 1880, and he held that office 
until h is aiipomtment , after the mur- 
der of Lord Frederick Cavendish, as 
Chief Secretary to the Lord-Lieu- 
tenant of Ireland (May 0, 1882). 
He wrote from India “ Letters of a 
Competition Wallah,” republished 
from Macmillan^ s Maga'dne m 1861 , 

Cawnpore,” in 1865 , The Ijadies 
in Parliament, and other pieces,” 
collected and published in 1861) ; 
^"The Life and Letters of LordMacau- 
lay,” 2 vols , 1876, 2nd edit , 1877 ; 
and “ The Early History of Charles 
James Pox,” 1880. 

TEEVOE, The Eev. QEonaE, 
M.A., born in 1800, and educated at 
Magdalen Hall, Oxford, graduated 
S C.L. in 1836, taking an honorary 
fourth class m classics, and has since 
proceeded B.A. and M.A. In 187*1 
he was created ]>y diploma by 


Trinity Colh^ve, Hai^tford, Connec- 
ticut, IJ S Ho was a (^haplaiii on 
the Miirdinw Esta]>J^^l^uelJl in t}i<3 
Ea.st Indies, from 1830 till IS 13, 
ami was api>ointed Ifr<*<*tor ol* All 
S lint.'/, York, in 1817, n.ml .i mm- 
ivsideiilt.iry (t'lnoii of Ui.il e.iHie- 
dral. He vvastJliiipl.nn to tli<‘llie,li 
Sherijr of Yorksbire the M.Miie yeai', 
and in 1850 his r<3putaiLou as a 
preacher caused him to b<‘ elected 
one of the Chaplains of the parish 
church at Sheffield by the capital 
burgesses of lb at town. The Yiear’s 
opiiosition to the choice of the laity 
occasioned proceedings in Chancery 
and in the Court of Queen’s Bench, 
in which Canon JVevorwas success- 
ful 111 establishing his right to the 
office and ondowmont, but we be- 
lieve he never officiated in the 
church, the dispute being at last 
compromised by the appointinont of 
a curate In 1868 Canon J’revor 
aei^epted from the Dean and Chap- 
ter of York the restored rectory of 
Burton Pidsoa, in the liberty of St. 
Peter’s, a village in Holderncss. 
In 1871 he was collated to the rec- 
tory of Boeford-with-Lisset, near 
Hull. He is well laiown for the 
active part which ho has taken in 
promoting the revival of the func- 
tions of the northern House of 
Convocation. He sat as Proctor 
for theCliaptcr of Yoi’k in 1817, and 
was the first to move the election of 
a Prolocutor in order to proceed to 
business. He was afterwards re- 
turned by the clergy of the Arch- 
deaconry of York, and under Arch- 
bishop Longley, accepted the oflice 
of Actuary of the Lower House. 
Archbishop Thomson appointed him 
Synodal Secretary, which ho ro- 
sigiiod in 187 1, to stand as Proctor 
for the Eastliiding, in which he 
was twice defeated. Being elected 
by the unanimous vote of the Beau 
and Chapter of York in 1881, he was 
specially added to the Conference 
of the two Convocations on Church 
and State, and examined before tlu* 
Eoyal Commission on the Ecclesias- 
tical Courts. Ho supported Mr.

Grladstone’s candidature for tlio 
University of Oxford in IS 1-7, and 
continued on Ins committee at Ins 
rejection in 1865, but opposed the 
Irisb Cburob Bill and bis subsequent 
policy. Canon Trevor has written 
“Christ and His Passion,” 1817, 
“ Sermons on Doctrines and Means 
of Grace,” 1851 ; “ Origin, Consti-

He has written for the Eeligious 
Tract Society, India, an Historical 
Sketch,” 1858 , “ India, its Natives 
and Missions ; ” “ Eussia, Ancient 
and Modem,” 1862 ; “ Ancient 
Eg3rpt” (in reply to Baron Bun- 
sen) ; “ Egypt from the Conquest 
of Alexander to Napoleon,” 1866 , 
“Eome from the Fall of the West- 
ern Empire,” 1869. He is now 
engaged on the “ Memorials of 
York.” 

TEINIDAD, Bishop op, (See 
EawtiB.) 

TEISTEAM, The Eev. Henry 
Baker, LL.D., F.E.S , son of the 
late Eev. Henry Baker Tristram, 
vicar of Eglmgham, Northumber- 
land, was b^orn May 11, 1822, and 
educated at the Grammar School 
of Durham, and at Lincoln College, 
Oxford (B.A, 1844, M.A„ 1846.) 
In 184-5 he was ordained to the 
curacy of Morchard - Bishop, 
Devonshire, which he was obliged 
to resign in less than two years in 
consequence of ill-health At this 
juncture Admiral Sir Charles Elliot 
was about to proceed to Bermuda 
as governor, and Mr Tristram ac- 
companied him as Chaplain and 
Secretary. He resided at Bermuda 
three years, and then accepted in 
1849 the small rectory of Castle 


Eden, co. Durham. There ho ro- 
niained till 1855, when the state 
of his health again compelled him 
to seek a milder climate The 
winter of 1855 he spent in the city 
and neighbourhood of Algiers, 
making several excursions into the 
northern Sahara. The second win- 
ter of his stay Avas altogether occu- 
pied in travei'sing the Sab a.ra beyond 
the range of the Atlas Mountains. 
The third winter spent in the 
Mediterranean afforded him his first 
opportunity of visiting Palestine. 
On the conclusion of his tour through 
Palestine he returned to England, 
and remained hero for some years, 
being appointed in 1860 Master of 
Greatham Hospital and Vicar of 
Greatham, co. Durham. He held 
that hving till 1873. In 1863 lie 
again visited the Holy Land, di- 
recting his attention particularly to 
the basin of the Dead Sea and to 
the districts east of the Jordan In 
1872 he made a tour in Moab , m 
1874 he was made a Canon of Dur- 
ham ; and in 1879 the Earl of Bea- 
consfield offered him the bishopric 
of Jerusalem, which he declined. 
Dr Tristram is the author of “ The 
Great Saliai'a,” 1860, “The Land 
of Israel, a Journal of Travels with 
reference to its Physical History,” 
1865, 3rd ed revised, 1876 , “ The 
Natural History of the Bible,” 
1880 , “ The Ornithology of Pales- 
tine,” 1867 ; “ A Wmter Eide in 
Palestine,” published in “Vacation 
Tourists,” 1864, “Scenes in the 
East,” 1870; “The Daughters of 
Syria,” 3rd ed., 1871 ; “The Seven 
Golden Candlesticks,” new ed., 
1881 ; “ Bible Places, or the Topo- 
graphy of tho Holy Land,” 1871, 
8th thousand, 1878 ; “ The Land of 
Moab,’^ 2nd ed., 1874 ; Patliways 
of Palestine,” 1st series, 1881 , “In- 
cidents in Bible History chiselled 
on Ancient Monuments,” 1875 ; 
and “ Genesis and the Brick Kiln,” 
1878. 

TEOCHU, Louis Jules, a French 
general, was bom in Bretagne, 
March 12, 1816, and received his 
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education in tlie Military Academy 
of St. Cyr. In 1837 lie entered an 
artillery regiment as Lieutenant, 
His talents soon attracted atten- 
tion, and in particular that of 
Marshal Bugeaud, who, in recogni- 
tion of his bravery displayed in the 
battles of Sidi-Yussuf and Isly, 
made him his Adjutant, and in- 
trusted him with most important 
commissions. His services, circum- 
spection, and bravery in the Crimean 
war, gained for him the rank of 
a General of Division. In this 
capacity he received a command in 
the Italian campaign of 1859 On 
the conclusion of peace he was rele- 
gated to the Ministry of War, and 
received the Grand Cross of the 
Legion of Honour. Niel had in- 
tended him for his successor as 
Minister of War, but the latter’s 
celebrated brochure on French mili- 
tary affairs had drawn down upon 
him the displeasure of the Imperial 
Court. Before the war of 1870-71, 
General Trochu held command of 
the Army Division in Toulouse, 
which Niel and Leboeuf had held 
before him. In the crisis which 
followed the battle of Sedan, he was 
made Governor of Paris and Com- 
mander-in-Chief of all the forces 
destined for the defence of the 
capital, which he held until the city 
surrendered to the German hosts. 
In Oct., 1871, he was elected Presi- 
dent of the Council-General for 
Morbihan, but he afterwards re- 
signed this post, and he has lived 
in retirement since Jan. 1873. His 
pamphlet on '^L’Armee Frangaiso 
en 1867” reached its 20th edition 
in 1870. In 1873 he published a 
work entitled "Pour la Verite ct 
pour la Justice,” in justification of 
the Government of the National 
Defence. 

TEOLLOPE, The Eight Eev. 
Edward, D.D., F.S.A., son of the 
late Sir John Trollope, Bart., born 
April 15, 1817, was educated at 
Eton and at Christ Church, Oxford 
(B.A., 1830; M.A., 1855; D.l)., 
honoris causd, 1877). He was pro- 


sou toil to the Rectory of Leasing- 
ham, Lmcolnshiro, in 18X3, w^•ls 
collated to a Prebend m the Cathe- 
dral Church of Lincoln in IHiU, 
was elected Proctor in Convocation 
for the diocese of Lincoln in 18(Ui, 
and aiipointed Archdeacon of Stow 
and Prebondary of Liddmgton in 
1867. Having been appointed by 
Eoyal Letters Patent to bo Bishop 
Sufiragan of the see of Nottingham 
in the room of Dr. Henry Macken- 
zie, resigned, he was consecrated in 
Westminster Abbey, Doc 21, 1877.

TROLLOPE, Thomas Adolphus, 
son of the late Mr. T. A. Trollope, 
barrister-at-law, and of Mrs. Trol- 
lope, the well-laiown authoress, born 
April 29, 1810, was educated at 
Winchester and at Alban Hall, 
Oxford. About 18-10 he published 
two Yolumes on Brittany, followed 
by two on Western Prance m 1811, 
when he took up his residence at 
Florence, and he has produced a 
series of works connected with the 
history of Italy. His " Impressions 
of a Wanderer in Italy” appeared 
in 1850 ; " Q-irlhood of Catherine 
de Medici, a Tale,” "A Decade of 
Italian Women,” and " Tuscany in 
18-19,” in 1859, "Filippo Strozzi. 
a History of the Last Days of Old 
Italian Liberty,” and a volume on 
the celebrated Venetian Interdict, 
entitled " Paul the Pope and Paul 
the Friar,” in I860 ; " La Beata, a 
Hovel,” in 1861 ; " Lenten Journey 
in TJmbria and the Marches,” and 
"Marietta, a Hovel,” in 1862s 
"G-iulio Malatesta, a novel,” in 
1863; "Beppo the Conscript, a 
novel,” and "Lindisfarn Chase, a 
novel,” in 1861, "History of the 
Commonwealth of Florence from 
the Earliest Independence of the 
Commune to the Fall of the Repub- 
lic in 1531,” 4 vols., 1865 ; Gemma, 
a novel,” 1866; "Artingall Castle, 
a novel,” 1867 ; "The Dream num- 
bers, a novel,” and " Leonora Caso- 
loni, a novel,” 1868; "The Gar- 
siangs of Garstang Grange,” Ibb^) ; 
" Dumton Abbey,” 1871 ; and "The 
Story of theLife of Pius IX.,” 2 vols., 
1877. Mr. Trollope, who married 
ISliss Garrow, authoress of several 
works on Italy, and was left a 
widower in 1865, contracted a second 
marriage with a daughter of Thomas 
L. Teman m Oct., 1866. 

TRTJRO, Bishop op. See Wil- 
kinson. 

TSENG- (His Excdllpnct The 
Marquis), Envoy-Extraordinary 
and Minister-Plenipotentiary from 
China to the Courts of London, 


Paris, and St. Petersburg, is tluj 
eldest son of Tseng Kwo-faii, the 
first Mar(T[uis, and the most distin- 
guished statesman who had ap- 
peared in China for many years. 
He is a native of Hunan, an<l is 
about 16 yeais of ago. Ho sikj- 
ceeded his kinsman, the well- 
remembered Kwo Ta-jen as Minister 
of China to the Courts of London 
and Pans in 1878, and afterwards, 
when the question of the retroces- 
sion of Kuldja threatened to produce 
a rupture of friendly relations be- 
tween Russia and China, he was 
also accredited to St. Petersburg. 
It was by him that the Treaty of 
St. Petersburg, replacing that of 
Livadia was negotiated, and in 1883 
he endeavoured to come to an 
arrangement with France on the 
subject of Tonquin. 

T U A M, Bishop op. (See Ber- 
nard.) 

TUFHELL, The Right Rev. 
Edward Wyndham, D.D., born at 
Bath, m 1814 , proceeded from Eton 
to Wadham College, Oxford (B.A. 
1836, M A. 1842, D.D. 1859) ; be- 
came Rector of Beeebingstoke, 
Wilts, in 1846 , Prebendary of 
Salisbury in 1850 , Rector of St. 
Peter and St. Paul, Marlborough, 
in 1858 ; and first Bishop of Bris- 
bane, in Queensland, in 1859. He 
resigned his see m 1873. He was 
curate in charge of the parish of 
Charing, near Ashford, Kent, from 
1877 tiU 1879, when the Archbishop 
of Canterbury presented him to the 
vicarage of Croydon. 

TULLOCH,Thb Rev, John, D.D., 
Principal of St. Mary’s College, St. 
Andrews, bom in 1823, near Tibber- 
muir, Perthshire, of which parish 
his father was for many years mi- 
nister, entered the United College 
of St. Salvador and St. Leonard, St. 
Andrews, in 1837, and after attend- 
ing the literary and philosophical 
classes, passed into the college of 
which he is the Principal, and 
studied theology. He received a 
licence as a preacher in the Church 
of Scotland, and soon afterwards 
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waSj in 18i<5, orclamod n iniuistor to 
a’ charge in Dundee. During a 
visit to Germany, lie made himself 
thoroughly acquainted with the 
speculative theology of that coun- 
try. In 181-9 he was presented to 
the parish of Kettins, in Forfar- 
shire, and on the death of Principal 
Haldane, in 1851, became Principal 
of St. Mary's College, University 
of St. Andrews, and received the 
degree of D D. He first attracted 
attention as a -^vriter in the British 
Quarterly BevieWj and the articles 
on Carlyle’s ‘^'Life of Sterling,” 
Bunsen’s Hippolytus,” and “Vi- 
net,” in the North British Review , 
are understood to be from his pen 
In 1855 he received the second of 
the great Burnett prizes on the 
“Being and Attributes of God,” 
amounting to .£600, and his Essay 
was published under the title 
“ Theism ” The first prize (£1,800) 
was adjudged to the Bev Bobt A. 
Thompson, for the essay “ Christian 
Theism,” published in 1835. He 
has written “Leaders of the Befor- 
ination,” published in 1859 , “ Eng- 
lish Puritanism and its Leaders, 
Cromwell, Milton, &o.,” “Begin- 
ning Life . Chapters for Young 
Men,” in 1861 j and “Christ of the 
Gospels, and Christ of Modern 
Criticism, Lectures,” in 1861, 
and “ Bational Theology and Chris- 
tian Philosophy in the Seventeenth 
Century,” 2 vols , 1872. He has 
since contributed various articles 
to the Edinburgh RevieWf especially, 
it is understood, the important arti- 
cles on “The Positive Philosophy” 
(April, 1868), and on “ Dr. New- 
man’s Grammar of Assent” (Oct. 
1870), and also a series of papers 
in the Contemporary Review on 
“ Liberal Churchmen,” and the 
“ Cambridge Platonists of the 17fch 
Century.” He published “ Beligion 
aiKl Theology : a Sermon for the 
Times,” in 1873 ; a volume of Croall 
Lectures on “The Christian Doc- 
trine of Sm,” 1876; “Pascal,” in 
1878 ; and a volume of Sermons, 1877, 
entitled “Facts of Beligious Life.” 


TUPPEB, Mauttn Farqtihau, 
son of ti surgeon, descended from 
an ancient G iiernsey family, })orn in 
London, in 3 810, was educated at the 
Chartcrliouso and at Christ Church, 
Oxford, whore he toolc tlic degrees 
of B.A., M.A., and D C.L. lie was 
called to the bn.r, but never pra-o 
tised, and has written “GeniNhne 
and other Poems,” 1888, “Pro- 
verbial Philosophy,” 1880- 1- 1-, “ Mo- 
dern Pyramid,” 1880 , “ An AnCior’s 
Mind,” and “The Twins, a Tale,”

TURKEY, Sttltan of. (See 
Abdul-Hamid II.) 

T U B N E B, Godfeey “Woebs- 
woiiTir, was bom in London, in 1825. 
His family traditions, both on his 
father’s and his mother’s side, being 
literary, he acquired at an early 
age a thorough knowledge of all 
the great English poets and prose 
writers, on whose works ho con- 
tinued, throughout boyhood and 
youth, to exercise a naturally good 
verbal memory. In his favourite 
studies he was constantly encou- 
raged and assisted by his parents, 
and he also owed in very great 
degree the soundest^ part of a pri- 
vate education to his grand-uncle, 
Edward 'Wollstonecroft. Having 
some aptitude for art, ho became a 
pupil of Mr, Leigh, to whom not a 
few distinguished painters of the 
present day are indebted for their 
3 V 2 
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training. Mr. Turner, indeed,‘began 
his married life as an artist, but by 
the advice of his father’s friend, 
Leigh Hunt, he relinquished a 
vocation to which he had no decided 
call, and entered on newspaper 
work with determination, and ulti- 
mate success. His first engage- 
ment was, m conjunction with Mr 
Thornton Hunt, on the Spectator. 
At the same time he wrote for the 
Morning Chronicle and the Leader ; 
afterwards, from being fine art critic 
of the John Bull, he accepted a more 
onerous position in the conduct of 
that paper ; whence he transferred 
his services to the Daily News, 
during the editorship of Mr. Thomas 
Walker. In Dec 1860, he joined 
the staff of the Daily Telegraph, and 
has oontmued to serve that journal 
down to the present time, in various 
literary capacities, but chiefly as a 
special correspondent in many parts 
of the world. On the outbreak in 
Jamaica, he was despatched with 
the Eoyal Commission to that is- 
land. He has been an industrious 
contributor to the magazines and 
periodicals, and he is the author 
of ''Jest and Earnest.” "Homely 
Scenes from Great Painters,” " Art 
Studies,” and other books. 

THEN EE, The Eight Eev. 
Jambs Erancis, Bishop of Grafton 
and Annidale, in Australia, is a son 
of the late Sir George James Turner, 
for many years one of the Lords 
Justices of Appeal. He received his 
academical education at the Charter- 
house and Durham, was for some 
time chaplain of Bishop Cosin’s 
Hall, in that University, and held 
the rectory of North Tedworth, 
Wilts, from 1859 till 1868, when he 
was appointed Bishop of Grafton 
and .^midale. His consecration 
was solemnized in Westminster 
Abbey, Eeb. 24, 1869. 

THEE, Gen. Stephen, bom at 
Baja, in Hungary, in 1825, became 
a lieutenant in the Austrian army 
m 1848. His regiment was stationed 
in Italy, and his rooted dislike of 
the House of Hapsburg inspired i 


him with a strong sympathy for the 
Italian cause. The Eevolutiona,ry 
Government of Hungary having 
called upon all Hungarians serving 
under the Austrian flag in Italy to 
desert to the Piedmontese, he went 
over to the latter from Buffalora, 
in Jan 1849, and was appointed 
Colonel of the Hungarian legion in 
the Sardinian service After the 
disaster of Novara, the greater part 
of the Hungarian Legion followed 
their colonel into Baden, where a 
revolutionary movement had taken 
place, and throughout the struggle 
Colonel Turr commanded not only 
the remnant of his legion, but also 
three Baden battalions. After the 
insurrection had been put down, the 
Hungarians took refuge in Switzer- 
land, and the Eederal Government 
aided many of them to start for the 
United States, but Colonel Tiirr 
bemg too lU to go, lived for four 
years on a small pension granted to 
him by the Sardinian Government 
On the outbreak of the Eussian 
war, he vainly endeavoured to serve 
under Omar Pasha, but succeeded 
in takmg part as a volunteer in 
several of the battles in the Crimea, 
especially in that of the Tchernaya, 
and received a commission from 
Colonel McMurdo, the oflicer m 
command of the Biitish transport 
service. While engaged in the 
performance of his duty, and in 
connection with this employment 
in the autumn of 1855, he was 
arrested at Bucharest by the Aus- 
trians as a deserter, and sent under 
escort to Cronstadt to be tried there. 
His illegal arrest caused great ex- 
citement throughout Europe, and 
was protested against by the British 
and French Governments. After 
a long incarceration he was tried 
by court-martial, and sentenced to 
death; which sentence was, how- 
ever (owing to the urgent remon- 
strance of the British Government), 
commuted to perpetual banishment. 
In the Italian war in 1859, he was 
appointed a member of Garibaldi’s 
staff, with the rank of colonel, and 
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alwiiya at tho gonorars side 
duriii}^ this campaif^n, until he was 
seriously wounded in the loft arm 
at Brescia. In tho spring of 1860^ 
%vhen Garibahli planned his SiciHan 
expedition, Colonel Turr again 
served under him in tho capacity of 
aide-de-camp, jind before Palermo 
was promoted to the rank of general 
of division. The brilliant part he 
played in the War of Liberation was 
acknowledged by the Government 
of Victor Emmanuel, who promoted 
liim to the rank of general of division 
in the army of Italy in 1861, and 
confided to him the military com- 
mand of the town and province of 
Naples. He married the Princess 
Adeline Wyse Bonaparte, a cousin 
of Napoleon III , Sept. 10, 1861, and 
took up his residence at l^allanza. 
Since his marriage he has made two 
journeys to Rouinania, with a view 
of creating difficulties for Austria 
in the east of Europe. These 
political journeys were, however, 
thought to be compromising to tho 
Italian Government, and, accord- 
ingly, Colonel Tiirr resigned his 
commission in 1861. He is the 
author of Arrestation, Proces, et 
Condamnation du G^niiral Tiirr,"* 
1863 j and also of “ The House of 
Austria and Hungary,"" 1865. 

TUSCANY, ex-Grand-Dukk oi \ 
(See FEnniNAND IV.) 

TWISS, Sxn Traveks, B.O.L., 
E.B.S., son of the late Rev. Robert 
Twiss, LL D., of Pembroke College, 
Cambridge, and Trevallyn, Den- 
bighshire, born in Westminster 
about 1810, was educated at Uni- 
versity College, Oxford, where he 
graduated in high honours in 1830, 
and became Fellow and Tutor of 
his college. From 1836 till 1839 ho 
was one of the Public Examiners at 
Oxford in Classics and Mn-thomatics j 
from 181<2 till Professor of 

Political Economy in tho University 
of Oxford ; from 1852 till 185.1, 
Profonsor of International Law in 
Kmg"s College, London, which office 
he resigned upon being appointed 
Regius Professor of Civil Law in the 


University of Oxford. In 1840 he 
was called to the bar at Lincoln's 
Inn, and was admitted an Advocate 
in Doctors" Commons. In 1849 he was 
appointed Comniissary-G-eneral of 
the City and Diocese of Canterbury, 
in 1852 Vicar-General of tho Ai’ch- 
bishop of Canterbury, and in 1858, 
on tho advancement of the Right 
Hon. Dr. Lushington to the olfico of 
Judge of the Court of Appeal of his 
Province, was appointed Chancellor 
of the Diocese of London. On the 
transfer of the testamentary and 
matrimonial jurisdiction from tho 
eoclesiastical to the civil courts, 
Dr. Twiss was created a Queen's 
Counsel, was elected a Bencher of 
Lincoln’s Inn, liocame Advocate- 
General in Aug., and was knighted 
in Nov. 18(37. He has written vari- 
ous works 5 amongst which ihay be 
mentioned ‘'Epitome of Niebuhr's 
History of Rome," 1837 ; " Tho 
Oregon Question examined with 
respect to Facts and the Law of 
Nations," 18X6 ; “ Viow of tho 

Progress of Political Economy in 
Europe since the Kith Century," 
18X7; ^'Thc Relation of the Duchies 
of Schleswig and Holstein to the 
Crown of Denmark and the Ger- 
manic Confederation, " 18X8 , " The 
Letters Apostolic of Pope Pius IX,, 
considered with reference to the 
Law of England and the Law of 
Europe," 1851, "Lectures on the 
Science of International Jaiw," 
1856 , The Law of Nations, con- 
sidered as Independent Political 
OommunitioB," 1861, 2nd ed., 1875 ; 
"Law of Nations in Times of War," 
1863, "'Phe BhuL Book of llj(> 
Admiralty," 1874. In J872 Sir 
'Pravers Twiss resigned all his 
appointments. 

T Y L O R, EdWARP Bt/RNETT, 
D.C.L.,F.R.S., was born at Camber- 
well, Oct. 2, 1832, and educated at 
the school of the Society of Friends, 
Grove House, Tottenham, His work 
has been especially devoted to the 
study of the races of mankind, 
their history, languages, and civili- 
zation. He was elected Fellow of 
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the Eoyal Society in 1871 , received 
the honorary degree of LL D., from 
the University of St. Andrews in 
1873,andof D.C.L from the Univer- 
sity of Oxford in 1875. In March, 
1883, he was appointed Keeper of 
the Oxford University Museum 
Later in the same year (Oct ) he 
was appointed to a readership in 
antliropology, and the degree of 
M.A.was conferred upon him (Kov. 
20) hy decree of the House of Con- 
vocation Mr. Tylor is President 
of the Anthropological Society. 
He is the author of “Anahuac, 
or Mexico and the Mexicans/" 1861 ; 
^'Eesearches into the History of 
Mankind,” 1865 ; and “ Primitive 
Ct^iture. Eesearches into the De- 
velopment of Mythology, Philoso- 
phy, Eeligion, ^t, and Custom,” 
2 vols., 1871 His latest work is an 
educational handbook of the Science 
of Man, "Anthropology, an Intro- 
duction to the Study of Man and 
Civilization,” 1881. 

TTKDALL, John,LL.D., P.E.S., 
was bom about 1820, m the village 
of Leighlin-bridge, near Carlow, in 
Ireland. His parents were in very 
humble circumstances, but they 
guve him the best education m 
their power, and sent him to a 
school where he acqumed a sound 
knowledge of mathematics. At the 
age of nineteen he joined in the 
capacity of " civil assistant ” a 
division of the Ordnance Survey 
which was stationed in his native 
town. In 1844 he was engaged by 
a firm in Manchester, and for about 
three years he wns employed in 
engineering operations in connec- 
tion with railways. In 1847 he ac- 
cepted an appomtment as teacher 
in Queenwood College, in Hamp- 
shire, a new institution, devoted 
partly to a junior school and partly 
to the preliminary technical educa- 
tion of agriculturists and engineers. 
Here he became acquainted with 
Mr. (now Dr.) Frankland, who was 
resident chemist to the College, 
and here he commenced those ori- 
ginal investigations which have 


placed him in tlu^ fcrciiiuni r.uili 
among the explorers of seieiuH*. In 
1818 the two friends quitt(‘d Eng- 
land together and repaired to the 
University of Marburg, in l!<».^He- 
Cassel, where they studied un<lr‘r 
Bunsen and other oniinent pro- 
fessors Afterwards Mr. Tyndall 
prosecuted his research(‘s in the 
laboratory of Magnus, at Berlin. 
He conducted investigations on the 
phenomena of diamagnetism, and 
on the polarity of the diamagiudic 
force, including rc3S(3arclu‘H on ihe 
magneto-optic properties of crystals, 
and the relation of magnetism and 
diamagnetism to molecular arrange- 
ment. He has recently published 
a volume on these subjects. In 
1853, having been previously elected 
a PeUow of tbe Eoyal Society, he 
was chosen Professor of Natural 
Philosophy in the Eoyal Institution 
of Great Britain, and succeeded the 
celebrated Faraday as Superinten- 
dent The publication of an essay 
on the cleavage of slate rocks was 
the proximate cause of his joining 
his friend Professor Huxley in a 
visit to the glaciers of Switzerland 
in 1856 , and they afterwards pub- 
lished a joint paiier on the struc- 
ture and motion of glaciers. Jle 
returned to Switzerland, m ltS57, 
1858, and 1859, and pursued his 
investigations, reaching Clianiouni 
on Christmas night, 1859, through 
deep snow, and two days afterwards 
succeeded in attaining tlu' Mon- 
tanvert, whore ho remaini‘d nearly 
three days, for the most i>art amid 
blinding snow, and determined tho 
winter motion of the Mer do Cllaco. 
In 1859 he commenced his rc^searchos 
on Eadiant Heat, wlucli disclosed 
relations previously unthought of 
between this agent and the gaseous 
form of matter Numerous memoirs 
published in the " Philosophical 
Transactions,” are devoted to this 
subject. Mr. Tyndall is a Euuiford 
Medallist of the Eoyal Society, and 
a member of various foreign scien- 
tific societies ; he jvas made LL.D.of 
Cambridge in 1855, and LL.D. of 
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Edinbiirgh in ISCG^ wlion Mr. Car- 
lyle was installed Eoctor of the 
IJniversity. In 1872 Professor Tyn- 
dall went on a lecturing tour in 
the United States ; in the course of 
it he delivered thirty-five lectures, 
which returned him |23,100. After 
paying expenses, a fund of over 
$13,000 remained, and this, before 
leaving for Europe, the Professor 
placed in the hands of a committee, 
who were authorized ""^to expend 
the interest in aid of students who 
devote themselves to original re- 
search. On the occasion of his 
receiving the honorary degree of 
D.C.L. from the University of Ox- 
ford, June 18, 1873, Dr. Heurtley, 
Margaret Professor of Divinity, pro- 
tested against the •iirocoeding, on 
the ground that Professor Tyndall 
"had signalized himself by writing 
against and denying the credibility 
of miracles and the elTioacy of 
prayer, thus contravening the whole 
tenor of that book, which, with 
its open page, inscribed * Doininus 
Illuminatio mea,’ the University 
still bears as her device, and there- 
fore still professes to acknowledge 
as her guide Professor Tyndall 
presidcil at the {iniiual meeting of 
the British Association held at 
Belfast, in Aug., 1871-. He accepted 
the presidency of the Birmingham 
and Midland Institute for the year 
1877. For some years Professor 
Tyndall was Scientific Adviser to 
the Board of Trade and to the 
Lighthouse Authorities, but ho re- 
signed those ofiices in May, 1883, 
when he also withdrew from the 
special committee appointed by the 
Boai*d of Trade to investigate the 
subject of the best illuminants for 
lighthouses He has written "The 
G-laciers of the Alps,” 1800 , "Moun- 
taineering,” 1801 ; " A Yacation 
Tour,” 1802 ; " Heat considered 
as a Mode of Motion,” 1803 j " On 
Itadiation : the " Eode ^ Lecture, 
May 16, 1865,” published in 1805 ; 
a volume on "Sound,” 4th edit., 
1883 5 " Faraday as a Discoverer ; ” 
' Fragments of Science , ” " Notes 


on Electricity,” 1870 , " Notes on 
Light,” 187 L , " Hours of Exorcise in 
the AliJs,” 1871 5 " The Forms of 
Water in Clouds and Eivers, Ice and 
Glaciers,” 1872 ; "Address delivered 
before the British Association as- 
sembled at Belfast, with Additions 
and a Preface,” 187 1- , “Fragments 
of Science: a Series of Detached 
Essays, Addresses, and Eoviews,” 
5th edit,, 1870 , and " Essays on 
the I’loatmg-Maiter of the Air in 
relation to Putrefaction and Infec- 
tion,” 1881. Ho married, Feb. 20,

UHEIOII, Joseph AjiExxs, a 
French general of Genuan extrac- 
tion, boin at Pfalsbir^, Feb. 15, 
1802, was educated at the Military 
College of St. Cyr, whence he passed 
as Sub-Licuteuant into the 3rd 
Light Infantry In this capacity 
he shared in the campaign of 1823 
in Spam. In Sept., 1831, he became 
a Captain, and was transferred to 
the African army, and remained in 
that country for some twenty years. 
In 18X1 ho beeame Major, and in 
l«l-8 Colonel of the 3rd Eogimont, 
and on Jan. 3, 1852, attained the 
rank of Brigadier-General* In this 
capacity ho commanded in the Cri- 
mean War with great distinction, 
and was during the campaign pro- 
moted to be a Cil (moral of Division. 
He also received several Orders. 
During tlui Italian campaign of 
1859, ho commanded an infantry 
division, and wtis in 1802 named a 
Grand Ofiiccr of the Legion of 
Honour in 1807 ho was transferred 
to the Army Eeserve, or, in other 
words, pensioned. At the outbreak 
of the war between France and 
Prussia in 1870, ho resumed active 
service, undertaking the command 
of a division of the Alsace and Lor- 
raine troops. After the battle of 
Worth, ho became Commandant of 
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Strasbnrg, a by 'no means enviable 
post, that forteess not being pro- 
perly provided v^itb either arms or 
provisions. He nevertheless bravely 
defended it for seven long weeks of 
merciless bombardment, winning 
the sincere admiration even of his 
enemies. Subsequently his bom- 
bardment of the open town of Kehl 
has been allowed by Prussian mili- 
tary critics to have been under the 
circumstances a military necessity. 
Ho French general has more 
thoroughly inspired respect in the 
G-erman mind than TJhrich, the 
calumniated commandant of Stras- 
burg. The report, made in May, 
1872, by the committee appointed to 
report on the capitulations during 
the late war blamed G-eneral IJhrioh, 
the Commandant of Strasbuxg, on 
all points, and severely censured 
him for separating the officers from 
the men, and maMng special con- 
ditions for the former and himself, 
profiting thereby, and also for 
going to ^ Tours under a specious 
pretext, instead of sharing the lot 
of his soldiers. 

HLBACH, Louis, author, bom at 
Troyes, March 7, 1822, finished his 
education m Paris, where, in 1840, 
he earned off the first prize at the 
general competition. His first pro- 
duction, Gloriana,^’' a volume of 
poems, appeared in 1844, and a 
series of political letters written 
for the JPropagaieur de TAw&e, under 
the signature '"Jacques Souffrant, 
workman,^^ one of his earliest works, 
had an immense success, hut ex- 
posed him to a government prose- 
cution. The eloquence of M. Jules 
Favre saved him from unpleasant 
consequences After the co-ww 
he joined the literary staff 'of the 
Mevue^ de Pansj and in 1853 assumed 
the direction of that journal, which 
was suppressed in 1858. Among 
the papers he was subsequently 
connected with was the Temps, to 
which he contributed the dramatic 
feuilleton, and Figaro, in whose 
eolunms he published, under the 
nom de plume of "Ferragus,” a 


series of letters that; gained for 
him great notoriety as a Satirical 
writer. In 1808 he started La Cloche, 
which on its first appearance was 
a weekly pamphlet, though in Dec., 
1869, it became a daily nowspapor, 
and one of the leading organs of 
the radical opposition. Tried be- 
fore the third Council of War, on 
a chai'ge of having been favourable 
to the Commune, he was condmmied 
to three years" imprisonment and 
to pay a fine of 6000 francs, but on 
appe^ to the fourth Council the 
sentence was reduced to three 
months’ xinprisonnient and a fine of 
3000 francs (Jan., 1872). In Dec., 
1872, M. Ulhach sold La Cloche, 
which changed its name and soon 
disappeared. For some time past 
he has contributed a weekly Faris 
letter to the Inddpendance Beige, 
M TJlbach has written various 
novels, many of which have become 
very popular in France and on the 
Continent, and some dramas. His 
reputation for skill and style as a 
literary critic stands very high. 
He was nominated a Chevalier of 
the Legion of Honour, Fi‘b. 7, 
1877 ; and in Dec., 1878, he was aj)- 
pointed Librarian to the Arsenal. 

HLLATHOEHE, The Right Rev. 
William Bbbnaed, D.D., a 

prelate of the Roman Church, was 
born at Pocklington, Yorkshire, 
May 7, 1806, and educated at St. 
Gregory’s College, Downside, near 
Bath. After being admitted to the 
priesthood he became a missionary 
to Australia in 1832, and was ap- 
pointed Vicar-General there, being 
well known for his zealous labours 
among the convict population. 
Father HUathorne was the first 
Catholic priest who visited Norfolk 
Island, and he succeedtid in obtain- 
ing the appointment of a Catholic 
bishop for the colony j was influen- 
tial, through ovidonce given heiom 
a Barliamentary Committee in 1838, 
m putting a stop to transportation 
to the penal settlements. Having 
returned to England, he was sta- 
‘.loned at Coventry, whore ho built 
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a lirgo churcli in the Gothic style. 
He was appointed Vicar- Apostolic 
of the Western District, and con- 
secrated Bishop of Hetalona, %% 
pai tibusj June 21, 18d(3 ; was trans- 
ferred to the Central District July 
28, 18 IS , and translated to the see 
of Birmingham, Sept. 20, 1850, on 
the restoration of the Roman Catho- 
lic hierarchy, in obtaining which 
he bore a prominent part. Among 
his published works are a Reply 
to Judge Burton,"' 188G , ‘‘Horrors 
of Transportation,” and “ The Aus- 
tralian Mission,” 1838 , “ Pilgrimage 
to La Salette,” 1851; “The Im- 
maculate Conception,” 1851; Pil- 
grimage to the Monastery of Subiaco 
and the Grotto of St. Benedict,” 
1856 j “ Letters on the Association 
for promoting the Union of Christen- 
dom,” 1865 ; “ Lectures on the Con- 
ventual Life,” 1868 , “ Letters on 
the Council and Papal Infallibility,” 
1870 , “ Mr. Gladstone's Expostula- 
tion Unravelled,” 1875, “History 
of the Restoration of the Catholic 
Hierarchy,” 1875; “The Endow- 
ments of Man considered in their 
relations with his Pinal End,” a 
course of lectures, 1880 ; and “ The 
Groundwork of the Christian Vir- 
tues,” another course of lectures, 
1882.

VAMB^RY, ABmNitJS, born in 
Hungary, in 1832, was at an early 
age expelled by the Austrian autho- 
rities from Pesth, where he was en- 
gaged in teaching languages, He 
took up his residence at Constanti- 
nople, visited many parts of the 
East, and travelled in the disguise 
of a dervish, by routes unknown to 
Europeans, through the deserts of 
the Oxus to Khiva, and thence by 
Bokhara to Samarcand, in 1861-4i 
His “Travels and Adventures in 
Central Asia ” appeared in London 
in 1864. He has been appointed 
Professor of Oriental Languages at 
the University of Pesth. His more

recent works arc ah account of his 
“Wanderings and Adventures in 
Persia,” 1867 , “ Sketches of Cen- 
tral Asia,” 1868 ; “ History of Bok- 
hara from the Earliest Period down

VAPEREAU, Lons Gustave, 
author, born at Orleans, April 4> 
1819, studied at the seminary and 
college of his native city, and, in 
1838, carried off, at a competition 
between all the colleges of Prance, 
thoprisse for Philosophy, established 
by M. de Salvandy. Admitted into 
the Normal School, he applied him- 
self to various studios, with a special 
view to teaching philosophy.

He pre- 
sided over a class on Philosophy at 
the College of Tours in 18 1<3, and 
defended philosophy, violently at- 
tacked in a treatise entitled “ Du 
Oa^act^.re Liberal, Morale, et Reli- 
gieux de la Philosophie Modeme,” 
published in 1814 Though his 
course of lectures was frequently 
denounced, he retained his profes- 
sional chair for ten years, and, in 
addition, presided over the Gorman 
course at the same college for five 
years, and commenced the study of 
law. In conso(juenoo of the restric- 
tions with which the teaching of 
philosophy was fettered, in 1862, 
M. Vaperoau repaired to Paris, 
completed his law studies, and be- 
came avooat in 1854. About this 
time Messrs. Haohette intrusted to 
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him the direction of the '^Diction- 
naire des Contemporains>” which 
occupied his whole attention for 
four years, the first edition appear- 
ing in 1858. M. Yapereau continued

VAUGHAN, Tm ilxmvv liuv. 
Hbebebt, D.D., Bishop of Salfm^d, 
eldest son of tho late Lhmt.-Co], 
Vaughan of Courtiield, Hm^d'ord- 
shire, born at Gloucester, Aj^rll 15, 
1832, receiVGcl his education iit 
Stonyhurst College, Lam^ashire, on 
the Continent, and in R<nne. lie 
founded and is still I'resithmt- 
General of St. Joseph’s Foreign 
Missionary College (Catholic), 
MiU Hill, Middlesex, and towards 
the close of tho year 1871 ac- 
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companiocl to Maryland the first 
detaoliinent of priests who wore 
sent from that institution on a 
special mission to the coloured 
population of the United States. 
On the death oi Bishop Turner, 
he was elected Bishop of Salford, 
and consecrated in his Cathe- 
dral by the present Cardinal Arch- 
bishop of Westminster, Oct. 28, 
1872. Since that time a series 
of well- written pastoral letters has 
issued from his pen, addressed to 
the members of his flock, and 
notably his Submission to a 
Divine Teacher,'' being an able 
answer to Mr. Gladstone's Ex- 
postulation." Bishop Vaughan, 
who has acquired a considerable 
reputation as a preacher, has pub- 
lished several pamphlets, and is 
the proprietor of two newspaiiers, 
the Tablet and OaiJioUc Opimon. 

VAUGHAN, The Eight Eev. 
William, D.D., a prelate of the 
Eoman Church, bom in London, 
Peb It, 1814, was consecrated 
Bishop of Plymouth, Sept. IG, 1855 
V A U X, William Sandts 
Wright, M A , P.E.S., son of the 
late Eev. W. Vaux, B.D , Preben- 
dary of Winchester and Vicar of 
Eomsey, Hants, born in 1818, was 
educated at Westminster School 
ai}d Balliol College, Oxford, where 
he graduated B.A. in 1810. He 
was employed in the department of 
Antiquities in the British Museum 
in 1841, and, rising gradually, was 
appointed to the Keepershi]} of tlio 
depai'tment of Coins and Medals in 
Jan,, 1861. This oflice he resigned 
Oct , 1870, from ill-hoalth. He has 
written Nineveh and Persopolis," 
an historical sketch of Ancient 
Assyria and Persia, with an Ac- 
count of the recent researches in 
those countries, a work which has 
gone through four editions, and has 
been translated into German, a 
Handbook to the Antiquities in 
the British Museum,” published in 
1851 ; edited The World encom- 
passed by Sir P. Drake,” for the 
Hakluyt Society ; and in 1863 


edited and deciphered, for the 
Trustees of the British Museum, a 
collection of ninety Phoenician in- 
scriptions recently found at Car- 
thago. In 1875 he wi*ote for the 
Society for Promoting Christian 
Knowledge, in the series called 
Ancient History from the Monu- 
ments,” Persia, from the Earliest 
Period to the Arab Conquest j ” in 
1877, for the same society and 
series, “ Greek Cities and Islands 
of Asia Minor;” and, in 1876, a 
Catalogue of the Gastellani Col- 
lection of Antiquities in the Uni- 
versity Galleries at Oxford.” He 
has also contributed many papers 
to the Transactions of the Koyal 
Society of Literature, of the Numis- 
matic Society, and of the Now 
Zealand Institute. Prom 187l' to 
1876 he was engaged on a Cata- 
logue of the Coins in the Bodleian 
Library, for the University of Ox- 
ford, and he is, at the present time, 
Secretary to the Eoyal Booioty of 
Literature, and to the Eoyal Asiatic 
Society, having been appointed to 
the latter post on Jan. 1, 1870. 

VEITCH, John, M.A., bom at 
Peebles, N.B., Oct. 21, 1829, re- 
ceived his early education at the 
Grammar School, and in 184-5 en- 
tered the University of Edinburgh, 
where he gained honours, cspocimly 
in logic and moral philosophy. In 
1850 ho published a translation of 
the Discourse on Method,” of 
Descartes, with an introductory 
essay on the natnro of the Cartesian 
philosophy, and in 1853 a transla- 
tion of the ‘^Meditations,” and 
selections from the “ Principles 
of Philosophy,” of Descartes, with 
notes. In 1855-G h<‘ acted as as- 
sistant to the late Sir W. Hamilton, 
Professor of Logic and Metaphysics 
in the University of Edinburgli, 
and to his successor, Professor 
Eraser, until 1860, when ho was 
appointed to the Professorship of 
Logic, Metaphysics, and Ehetorio 
in the University of St. Andrews. 
Professor Veitoh, who in 1867 was 
presented with the honorary degree 
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of M.A. by the University of Edin- 
burgh, acted as joint editor with 
Professor Mansel of Oxford, in 
superintending the publication of 
the " Lectures on Metaphysics and 
Logic of Sir W. Hamilton, Bart ” 
published in 1859-60. He wrote 
the Memoir of Lugald Stewart,^^ 
in connection with the new edition 
of his collected works, upon which 
Sir W. Hamilton was employed at 
the time of his death, after which 
this publication was superintended 
by Professor Yeitch, at the request 
of the Stewart trustees. In 1864 
Mr. Teitch was appointed to the 
Professorship of Logic and Rhetoric 
in the University of Glasgow. He 
has recently written a Memoir of 
Sir W. Hamilton,^' 1869. In 1872 
he received the honorary de^ee of 
LL.D. from the University of Edin- 
burgh. He is the author of The 
Tweed and other Poems,” 1875 , 
** Lucretius and the Atomic Theory,” 
1876; and “ The History and Poetry 
of the Scottish Border,” 1877. 

VERDI, GitTSBPPE, composer, son 
of an innkeeper, bom at Rancola, 
in the duchy of Parma, Oct. 9, 1814, 
received his first lessons from an 
organist in Milan, where he resided 
from 1833 till 1836 ; studied dili- 
gently under Lavinga, and in 1839 
published his earliest work, a musi- 
cal drama, entitled Oberto di San 
Bonifazio.’’'' Has principal compo- 
sitions are serious operas, and the 
Lombardi,” one of his first pro- 
ductions, made a strong impression 
throughout Italy, and laid the foun- 
dation of his fame. His best known 
operas are ‘'‘'Habucodonosor,” '^Er- 
nani” (founded on Victor Hugo^s 
tragedy), the *'*'Due Eoscari,” "At- 
tila,” '"Macbeth,” the "Masna- 
dieri” (founded on the "Robbers” 
of Schiller), "Louisa Miller,” "Ri- 
goletto,” the " Trovatore,” "La 
Traviata,”^"Un BaUoin Maschera” 
(performed in London in 1861), and 
"Don Carlos” (performed at the 
Royal Italian Opera, Covent Gar- 
den, in 1867). The " Masnadieri,” 
written for Her Majestyh Theatre, 1 


and produced in 1847, with Jenny 
Lind as heroine, proved a failure 
in London, though it has since 
been successful in Italy. The 
"Trovatore” and "La Traviata” 
have had great success, not only in 
Italy, but in Germany, Prance, and 
England Signor Verdi’s more re- 
cent operas are " Giovanno d’Arco,” 
in 186S , " La Porza del Destine,” 
in 1869 ; and " Aida,” performed at 
the Scala, Milan, in 1872. His 
celebrated "Requiem Mass,” com- 
posed in honour of his groat 
countryman Manzoni, was first per- 
formed in the Church of San Marco 
at Milan, May 23, 1871. He was 
elected a member of the Italian 
Parliament in 1861, and in 1871 he 
went to Plorence in order to as- 
sume the post offered him by the 
Itahan Minister of Public Instruc- 
tion, for the improvement and re- 
organization of the Italian Musical 
Institute M. Verdi, who is a mem- 
ber of the Legion of Honoui*, was 
elected corresponding member of 
the Academic des Beaux Arts, Doc. 
10, 1859 , was made Grand Cross of 
the Russian order of St. Stanislaus 
in 1862; Poreign Associate of the 
Academie des Beaux Arts, June 15, 
1864, and Grand Ojfficer of the 
Order of the Crown of Italy in 
1872, in which year the Viceroy of 
Egypt conferred on him the Order 
of Osmani. King Victor Emmanuel, 
by a decree dated Kov. 22, 1874, 
created Signor Verdi an Italian 
Senator. In May, 1875, he was 
nommated a Commander of the 
Legion of Honour, and the Italian 
Minister at Pans was charged to 
present him with tho insignia of 
the order, accompanied by a flat- 
tering letter from the Duo Deoazes. 
In the same year he was decorated 
with the Cross of Commander and 
Star of the Austrian Order of Pranz- 
Joseph. Signor Verdi completed, 
in 1878, a new opera in 5 acta, en- 
titled " Montezuma,” which was 
given for the first time at La Scala, 
Milan. On his return from Paris 
to his native country, in April, 
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1880, he received the Order of the 
Crown of Italy. 

VEEDON, Sib G-eobge Fbeberio, 
K.C.M.Q-., C.B., E.E.S., eldest son 
of the Eev. Edward Yerdon, B.A , 
perpetual curate of St. Ann's, Tot- 
tington. Bury, Lancashire, born 
Jan. 21, 1834, and educated at Eos- 
sall Colleg-e, went to Melbourne in 
1851, and engaged in commercial 
pursuits . He afterwards was called 
to the bar at Melbourne in 1863, 
was elected to the Municipal Council 
of Williamstown, and appointed 
Chairman of the Municipal Con- 
ference held at Melbourne for the 
consideration of the laws relating 
to municipal institutions. He was 
one of the first members of the 
Volunteer force established in 1851 
for the defence of the colony, and 
at the head of his company was 
engaged in suppressing an outbreak 
of convicts in 1857. For this ser- 
vice he received the thanks of the 
Government, and was appointed a 
justice of the peace. In 1858 ho 
accepted the office of honorary 
assistant in the Astronomical Ob- 
servatory, and was engaged in the 
commencement of the geodetic and 
magnetic surveys of Victoria under 
Mr. Ellery and Dr. Neumayer. In 
1869 he was elected member for 
Williamstown, and in the following 
year became a Minister of the Crown, 
having been appointed treasurer, 
which office he held with little 
interruption until 1868. Having 
carried a resolution in the Legisla- 
tive Assembly for the appointment 
of a Board of Visitors to the Obser- 
vatory, he was invited by the 
Government to act as honorary 
secretary. Sir Henry Barkly, the 
then governor, being president. 
In this position, and as a member 
of the Government, he was enabled 
to secure the satisfactory establish- 
ment of the Observatory on a per- 
manent footing, and to aid in the 
acquisition of a complete set of 
instruments, of which the Great 
Melbourne Telescope forms part. 
In 1866 the Government and Legis- 


lature of Victoria resolved upon 
sending a Minister of the Crown to 
England for the purpose of bringing 
the subject of the defence of the 
colony before the Home Govern- 
ment, and Mr. Verdon was selected 
for the mission, in which he was 
completely successful, having ob- 
tained a contribution of «£ 100,000 
from the Imperial Eicchequer to- 
wards the cost of a Monitor for the 
defence of Port Phillip, together 
with the line-of-battle ship Nelson. 
He was entertained at a banquet at 
Willis's Eooms, and was made C.B. 
(civil division), Hov 23, 1866. 
Shortly after his return to Victoria, 
Mr. Verdon was appointed the per- 
manent representative of that colony 
in England as agent-general, with 
the consent of all political parties 
Upon his departure, he received pre- 
sentations and addresses from his 
Williamstown constituents, and 
from the local forces. He was elected 
F.E.S , in 1870, and is an associate 
of the Institute of Civil Engineers. 
He was nominated a E C .M.G on the 
occasion of his retiring from the 
office of Agent-General for the 
Colony of Victoria in 1872. 

VEENE, JxjTjES, a popular French 
writer, born at Nantes, Feb. 8, 1828, 
was educated in his native town, 
and afterwards studied law in Paris. 
Turning his attention to dramatic 
literature, he wrote a comedy in 
verse, entitled ^^Les Pailles Eom- 
pues," which was performed at the 
Gymnase in 1850. This was fol- 
lowed by " Onze Jours de Siege/' a 
three-act comedy, brought out at 
the Vaudeville, and by several 
comic operas. But his fame rests 
chiefly on his scientific romances, 
the first of which appeared in 1803, 
under the title of Cinq Semaines 
en Ballon." Its success led the 
author to produce a number of 
similar works, of which the follow- 
ing have been translated into Eng- 
hsh: "Five Weeks in a Balloon ; a 
Voyage of Exploration and Disco- 
very in Central Africa," 1870, 2nd 
edit., 1874 j Journey to the 
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Centre of the Earth/" 1872 , 
"Twenty Thousand Leagues under 
the Seas/" 1873 j " Meridiana • the 
Adventures of three Englishmen 
and three Russians in South Africa/" 
1873 ; " From the Earth to the 
Moon direct in Ninety- Seven Hours 
Twenty Minutes ; and a Trip Found 
it/" 1873; "The Fur Country: or 
Seventy Degrees North Latitude/" 
1874 ; " Around the W orld in B ighty 
Days/" 1874; "A Floating City, 
and the Blockade Eunners/" " The 
English at the North Pole/" " Dr. 
Ox"s Experiment/" 1874, "Adven- 
tures of Captain Hatteras/" "The 
Mysterious Island/" " The Sur- 
vivors of the Chancellor” 1875; 
" Michael Strogoff, the Courier of 
the Czar/" 1876 ; "The CHld of the 
Cavern/" " Hector Servadac, or the 
Career of a Comet/" 1877; "Dick 
Sands, the Boy Captain,"" 1878. 
Yeme"s latest publication is "Le

\nZINj Hermann, actor, horn in 
Philadelphia, TJ.S., of Q-erman pa- 
rents, his father being a distin- 
guished merchant of that city He 
was intended for the legal profes- 
sion, and took the degrees of B A 
and M.A. at the University of 
Pennsylvania. Having a passion for 
the stage, he came to England, and 
obtained, through the kindness of 
Mr. Charles Kean, an engagement 
in the Theatre Eoyal, York. He 
made his London dihut at the Prin- 
cess"s Theatre under M?. Charles 
Kean"s management; and two years 
later he "starred"" through the 
provinces. Havmg visited America 
professionally in 1857, he returned 
to England a year later, and after a 
few provincial engagements, ap- 
peared at the Surrey Theatre, Lon- 
^n (1859), in Hamlet, Macbeth, 
Ot^Ho, Shylock, King John, and 
Lomf I>iiring Mr. Phelps"s 
majiagement of Sadler"s Wells 
(1860)/ ^ Yezin appeared m 
Orlando>^^^^ Antony, &)meo, and 
Cassio. married Mi’s.

Westland Marston"s comedy of

Mr Yeziii made a great success in

as James Harebell, in Mr. W G 
Wills’s drama of "The Man o" 
Airlie;"" in 1868 as Sir Grey do 
Malpas in " The Fightful Heir , "" 
in 1869 as Murdock in "Life for 
Life ; "" and in 1870 ho alternated 
Othello and lago with Mr. Phelps. 
Later he produced Mr. W. G. Wills’s 
romantic drama "Hiiiko,” at the 
Queen’s Theatre . In 1873 Mr, Y ozi n 
played with Phelps, Toole, and Ma- 
thews, at the Gaiety Theatre, and 
in Feb., 1875, he won great applause 
by his impersonation of tho inolau- 
choly Jacques in "As You Like It,” at 
the Opera Comique, His next Shak- 
sperian essay was in Benedict, at 
the Gaiety Theatre. At Drury 
Lane (Feb. 4, 1876) he played Mac- 
beth for the benefit of the Philadel- 
phia Centennial, and won a genuine 
success On the production at the 
Crystal Palace (June 13, 1876) of 
Sophocles" "(Edipus Oolonos/" tho 
title part was assigned to Mr Yezin, 
who gained distinction by the per- 
formances. On Sept. 11, 1876, he 
made his first appearance at tho 
Haymarket, in Mr. W. S. Gilbert’s 
drama of "Dan’l Druce.” After 
acting Dan’l Druce 106 times, he 
created the character of De Taldo 
in an English adaptation of " The 
Danicheffs/" produced at the St* 
James’s Theatre, Jan. 6, 1877. In 
Apial he^ appeared at the same 
theatre in Sir Giles Overreach. 
After playing DanT Druce in the 
provinces Mr. Yezin returned to 
London, and created the part of 
Schelm in "Fussia,” an adaptation 
of Les Exilces,” produced at the 
Queen’s Theatre, Oct. 27, 1877. 
Subsequently he represented the 
Duke of Alva m " Fatherland,” a 
version of Sardou’s "Patrie and 
on March 2, 1878, there was a 
revival of " Othello,” in which Mr. 
Yezin’s lago was in all respects 
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masterly. On March 30, 1878, he 
first played, at the Court Theatre, 
Dr. Primrose in Mr. W. O. Wills’s 
drama of Olivia," founded on the 
“Yicarof Wakefield " 

VEZIN, Mbs. Hermann, an ac- 
tress, nee Jane Thomson, formerly 
known as Mrs. Charles Young, is 
the second daughter of the late 
Mr. Oeorge Thomson, a merchant 
of Liverpool, her mother being a 
daughter of Mr James Cook, who 
for tlurty years was a bass singer 
at Drury Lane Theatre. She left 
England with her parents when 
quite an infant for Austraha, and 
in childhood evinced many qualities 
for the stage, which her mother, 
through reverse of fortune, had 
been compelled to adopt a second 
time At the age of eight she was 
engaged, with her mother, at the 
Theatre Eoyal, Sydney, where she 
played juvenile characters Before 
reaching the age of eleven she lost 
her father, and soon afterwards she 
accompanied her mother to Hobart 
Town, where she made her first 
appearance as a dancer with im- 
mense success. Subsequently she 
performed at Launceston and Mel- 
bourne, and became one of the 
greatest favourites on the Austra- 
han stage Coming to England, 
she made her d4hui at Sadler’s 
Wells Theatre, Sept 16, 1857, as 
Julia in "The Hunchback,” and 
was highly applauded. During the 
season at Sadler’s Wells, she played 
several o? Shakespere’s heroines — 
Eosahnd, Juhet, Portia, &o. She 
next appeared at the Haymarket, 
where she made an equally favour- 
able impression, as Rosalind, in 
" As You Like it , ” Julia, in " The 
Hunchback j ” Viola, in " Twelfth 
Hight ; " Beatrice, in " Much Ado 
About Nothing,” &c. Prom the 
Haymarket she transferred her 
services to the Lyceum, and from 
that time to the present she has 
held the position of leading actress 
at one or other of the theatres de- 
voted to legitimate drama. In 
Peb., 1863, she was married to Mr. 


Hermann Vezin, and the following 
year they acted together at the 
Princess’s in a comedy witten ex- 
pressly for them by Mr. Westland 
Marston, entitled " Donna Diana,” 
the success of which must be at- 
tributed in no small degree to Mrs. 
Vezin’s clever acting. In 1865 she 
migrated to Drury Lane, where she 
remained for four seasons, and 
during that time her greatest suc- 
cesses were as Mrs. Oakley in Col- 
man’s comedy of " The Jealous 
Wife,” as Constance in the tragedy 
of "King John,” and as Margaret 
m "Paust.” Prom Drury Lane 
Mrs. Vezin went to the Lyceum to 
act in Lord Lytton’s new play of 
"The Rightful Heir,” which was 
produced Aug. 3, 1868. Subse- 
quently she appeared at the 
Queen’s, winning the most favour- 
able opinions as Marie in "Plot 
and Passion j ” at the Holborn, 
where she achieved fresh success as 
Clara Douglas in "Money,” and 
Lady Teazle in the "School for 
Scandal,” at the St. James’s, 
where she further added to her 
reinitation by her admirable repre- 
sentation of Clotilda in " Pernande,” 
Oct., 1871, and more recently at 
the Charing Cross Theatre. 

VIARDOT-OARCIA, Madame 
Michelle Pauline, vocalist, 
daughter of the great tenor, 
Emanuel G-aroia, and sister of the 
lamented Madame Malibran, bom 
in Paris, July 18, 1821, at four 
years of age spoke four languages, 
and at seven was able to play the 
pianoforte accompaniments for the 
pupils to whom her father gave 
lessons. After sharing the family 
migrations, first to England, and 
afterwards to the United States, 
she returned with them to Europe 
in 1828, and her education was 
continued at Bmsscls. In conse- 
quence of her manual facility on 
the piano, she became one of Liszt’s 
most accomplished pupils. Her 
father died in 1832, before her 
voice was formed, and her sist<‘r 
being constantly absent on profos- 
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sional tours, lier studies, wMcli 
included various brandies of tbe 
arts, drawing and painting, as well 
as music and singing, were directed 
by bier own tastes and the counsels 
of lier mother. She made her first 
appearance in London at the Opera- 
house in 1839, in the character of 
Desdemona. Her voice, like that 
of her sister, combined the twofold 
register of soprano and contralto, 
embracing a compass of three 
octaves. At the close of the season 
she joined the Itahan operatic 
company, then acting at the Od6on, 
in Paris, and was equally success- 
ful. In April, 1840, she was mar- 
ried to M. Louis Yiardot, Director 
of the Paris ItaHan Opera (who 
died in May, 1883), and m 1841 she 
reappeared in England, singing 
with Mario in Cimarosa^s opera 
"OH Orazi e Curiazi.^" Her next 
engagement was at Yiennaj and 
Eubini, on forming an operatic 
corps for St. Petersburg, selected 
her for his prima donna. She 
afterwards appeared at Berlin, and 
when Jenny Lind quitted the Oer- 
man Opera, Madame Yiardot- 
Gareia proved herself an able suc- 
cessor in the r^ertoire, which she 
greatly extended. Her name is 
associated with the first perform- 
ances of " Les Huguenots,^' in 
which she took the part of Yalen- 
tine, and of ^'Le Proph^te,” in 
whioh. she performed the part of 
Hides, an exquisite impersonation. 
Prom the catalogue of Madame 
Yiardot's vocal triumphs must not 
be omitted her Spanish songs, 
second only in their thrilling effect 
to that produced by the national 
melodies of the great Swedish 
songstress, Jenny Liud. For some 
years Madame Yiardot has not 
sisccepted any engagements in opera, 
though she has often appeared at 
concerts, more particularly those 
given for charitable purposes. 

YICTOEIA - ALEXANDEINA 
(Queen of Gbeat Britain and 
Ireland, and Empress of India), 
only child of the late Duke of Kent 


and of the Princess Louisa- Yictona 
of Saxe-Coburg (relict of the Here- 
ditary Prince of Leiningen, and 
sister of Leopold, Princo of Saxe- 
Coburg, afterwards King of the 
Belgians), was born at Kensington 
Palace, May 21, 1810 j her parents, 
who had been for sometime residing 
abroad, having hastened to England, 
in order that their child might " be 
born a Briton."' The Duke of 
Kent died Jan. 23, 1820, and the 
general education of the young 
Princess was directed, under her 
mother's care, by the Duchess of 
Northumberland, wife of the third 
Duke. Dntil within a few weeks 
of her elevation to the throne her 
life was spent in comparative re- 
tirement, varied by tours through 
different parts of the United King- 
dom. Queen Yictoria succeeded her 
uncle, William lY., June 20, 1837, 
as Yictoria I , and her coronation 
was celebrated in Westminster 
Abbey, J une 28 , 1838 . Her Maj esty 
was married, Feb. 10, 1840, to his 
late Eoyal Highness Prince Albert 
of Saxe-Coburg Gotha, by whom she 
had issue : 1. H.E H Yictoria Ade- 
laide Mary Louisa, Princess-Eoyal, 
born Nov. 21, 1840, married Jan. 
25, 1858, to H.E.H. the Crown 
Prmce Frederick William of Prus- 
sia; 2. H.E.H Albert Edward, 
Prince of Wales, born Nov. 9, 
1841, married March 10, 1803, the 
Princess Alexandra of Denmark; 
3. H.E.H. Princess Ahce Maud 
Mary, bom April 16, 1843, married 
July 1, 1862, to Prince Louis of 
Hesse-Darmstadt (she died Dec. 
14, 1878) ; 4. H.E.H. Prince Alfred 
Ernest Albert, born Aug 6, 1844, 
created Duke of Edinburgh, May 
24, 1866, married Jan. 23, 1874, the 
Grand Duchess Marie Alexandre vna, 
only daughter of the Emperor of 
Eussia ; 5. H.E H. Princess Helena 
Augusta Yictoria, born May 26, 
1846, married July 6, 1866, to Prince 
Christian of Schleswig-Holstein ; 6. 
H.E.H. Princess Louise CaroHne 
Alberta, born March 18, 1848, mar- 
ried to the Marquis of Lome, March 
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21, 1871 , 7. H.E H. Prince Arthur 
William Patrick Albert, Duke of 
Connaught, born May 1, 1850, 
married March 17, 1879, the Prin- 
cess Louise Margaret Alexandra 
Victoria Agnes, tliird daughter of 
Prince Prederick Charles of Prus- 
sia, 8. HEH. Prince Leopold 
Greorge Duncan Albert, Duke of 
Albany, bom April 7, 1853, mar- 
ried April 2, 1882, the Pi'incess 
Helen Frederica Augusta, daugh- 
ter of the Prince of Waldeck and 
Pyrmont , and 9. H.E H. Prmcess 
Beatrice Mary Victoria Peodore, 
born April 14, 1857. Her Majesty 
is the pattern of a woman in all 
the relations of life, as a queen, as a 
daughter, as a wife, and as a mother. 
The first domestic grief which she 
suffered was the loss of her mother, 
the Duchess of Kent, after a short 
illness, March 16, 1861, followed 
by the sudden death of the Prince 
Consoi-t, to the great grief of the 
entire kingdom, Deo. 14. Her 
Majesty's intense sorrow for her 
irreparable loss, although it has in 
a great degree disqualified her from 
appealing in public, and at court 
ceremonials, and has imposed on 
her the habits of a life of compara- 
tive seclusion, has, liowevei^ never 
been allowed by her to interfere with 
the performance of her important du- 
ties as a sovereign. Neither has it 
checked the exercise of that anxious 
interest which she has ever since 
her accession t^^ the crown stead- 
fastly manifested for the social wel- 
fare of her people ; nor caused her 
to relax her efforts to encourage 
and reward subjects distinguished 
for their talents and merits ; espe- 
cially those whom her late lamented 
consort loved to honour for the 
2 ealous co-operation with him in his 
high endeavours to promote the ad- 
vancement of undertakings which 
have for their object the moral, so- 
cial, mtellectual, and artistic pro- 
gress of the nation. It is a source 
of great pride to her subjects, and 
must doubtless tend in no small 
degree to assauge her abiding grief. 
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that not only in her own vast domi- 
nions, but throughout the civilized 
world, her name is never mentioned 
save in terms of sympathy, admira- 
tion, affection, and respect, as a 
Christian woman and as a queen. 
It would occupy much more space 
than our limits admit to give even 
a brief outline of the political events 
of Her Majesty's reign, and we can 
therefore merely glance at its more 
prominent features. On succeeding 
to the throne. Her Majesty found 
the Whig and Conservative parties 
nearly evenly balanced in the House 
of Commons Lord Melbourne and 
his colleagues continued to hold 
office until Sept., 1841, when, owing 
to their increasing uniiopularity, 
arising mainly from a want of finan- 
cial ability, or at least of financial 
success, they were obliged to give 
place to the late Sir Eobert Peel. 
Although ho was pledged to main- 
tain the corn-laws, he found himself 
compelled, in 1845, to acquiesce in 
their repeal, which was carried into 
effect at his instance in 1810. The 
effect of this change in Sir Eobert 
Peel's policy caused a disruption in 
the Conservative party, and led to 
the accession to power of Lord John 
Eussoll, who was succeeded, in Jan., 
1852, by the Earl of Derby. In the 
following Doc., the Conservative 
X)arty, beaten on their budget, re- 
signed, and gave place to Lord 
Aberdeen and the Coalition Cabinet, 
which, in Feb,, 1865, was dismissed 
for having mismanaged the Eussian 
war. It was succeeded by Lord 
Palmerston's first administration, 
which was defeated on the Conspi- 
racy to Murder Bill, in March, 1858, 
and Lord Derby held power for the 
second time, until June, 1859, when 
Lord Palmerston formed his second ^ 
Cabinet. On his death, Nov., 1865 
the ministry was remodelled, / 
Eussell assuming the post 
mior.

June, 1866, mimsters resigned 
Lord Derby formed Ms third ad- 
ministration, and during the session 
of 1867 carried a Reform Bill, 
thereby settling a question wMch 
had long been a stumbling-block 
impeding the progress of legislation. 
The Conservatives being placed in 
a minority at the general election 
of 1868, Mr. Disraeli resigned office, 
and was succeeded as Prime Minister 
by Mr Gladstone. The cMef events 
of Mr. Gladstone's administration 
were the disestablishment of the 
Irish Church, the passing of the 
Irish Land Act and the Elementary 
Edncation Act, the abolition of pur- 
chase in the army, the negotiation 
of the Treaty of WasMngton respect- 
ing the Alabama Claims, and the 
passing of the Ballot Act At the 
general election of Feb., 1874, the 
Conservatives again came into 
power, and a new administration 
was formed by Mr. Disraeli, after- 
wards Lord Beaconsfield. By virtue 
of the power conferred hy an Act of 
Parhament passed in the previous 
session Her Majesty was, on Jan. 
1, 1877, proclaimed Empress of 
India, by the Governor-General, at 
the camp of Delhi, before an impe- 
rml assemblage of aU the governors, 
lieutenant - governors, heads of 
Government, princes, chiefs, and 
nobles of India. On the defeat of 
the Conservatives at the general 
election of ^ 1880, Mr. Gladstone 
formed another Liberal administra- 
tion, which has continued in office 
to the present time. In April, 1882, 
an attempt on the Queen's life was 
made at Windsor by one Roderick 
Maclean, who after trial was ordered 
to be confined during Her Majesty's 
pleasure The Early Days of His

yiEIL-OASTBL (Cghte m), 
Louis, statesman and author, born 
in France, Oct. 14, 1800, entered 
the Foreign Office at Pans in ISIS, 
was an aitacho at the French em- 
bassy in Spam in 1821, became 
Secretary of Legation, and acted in 
the same capacity at Vienna in 
1828. After holding some other 
appointments, he retired in 1853. 
He was promoted Gi'and Cross of 
the Legion of Honour in 184D, held 
several foreign orders, lias con- 
tributed to the lievuc des Dem 
Mondes, and wi’itten ‘^Histoirc de 
la Restauration," commenced in 
1860, for wMeh the grand prix 
Gobert of 10,000 francs was awarded 
to himin 1867. The fifteenth volume 
was published in 1873, in which 
year its author was elected a 
member of the French Academy. 
The twentieth and concluding 
volume appeared in 1878. 

VIGFXJSSOH, Gudbband, was 
born in the west of Iceland, Broad- 
firth, his parents being Vigfus 
Gislason, and Halldora Gisladottir, 
who were both of Icelandic or Norse 
blood time out of mind. Ho fre- 
quented the schools at Bessastad 
and Reykiavik, which he loft at the 
age of twenty (1860) for the Uni- 
versity at Copenhagen, His first 
literary essay was "Timatal," or 
an Essay on the Chronology of the 
Icelandic Sagas, written in Ice- 
landic, 1864-55. It was followed 
by Biskupasogor," or the Lives 
of the Old Bishops of Iceland, 
1066-1331, edited from ancient MSS., 
in one large volume, Copenhagen, 
1858, in Icelandic , " Fornsogor," 
collection of Sagas, published at 
Leipzig in I860,* Eyrbyggia Saga," 
Leipzig, 1864, in German j Flatey- 
bdk," or Lives of Kings, 3 vols., 
Christiana, 1860, et $eq,t in Danish ; 
and several essays in Icelandic. 
In the autumn of 1864 Mr. Vig- 
fusson came to England, and for 
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several years, 1805-1873, was en- 
gaged on tlie great " Icelandic 
Dictionary,” wliich was published 
under the name of Mr Cleasby. 
Upon finishing the “ Dictionary,"” 
he again turned his attention to 
editing Sturlunga Saga,'^ with 
Prolegomena, containing a sketch 
of the Literary History of Iceland, 
A.D 1100-1430, at the Clarendon 
Press, 2 vols., 1878 j “ An Icelandic 
Header” (conjointly with Mr. York 
Powell), 1879, "^Corpus Poeticum 
Boreale : The Poetry of the Old 
Northern Tongue from the Earliest 
Times to the Thirteenth Century,” 
with translations and excursus, at 
the Clarendon Press, 2 vols., 1883 
(also conjointly with Mr. York 
Powell). He was created an hono- 
rary M.A. of the University of 
Oxford in 1871 Mr. Yigfusson is 
an honorary member of the Society 
of Sciences at Munich, and honorary 
doctor of the University of Upsala 
(Sept. 1877), at the great fourth 
centenary jubilee 
VILLIERS, The Eight Hon. 
Charles Pelham, M.P., brother ol 
the late Earl of Clarendon, born 
Jan. 19, 1802, and educated at St. 
John^s College, Cambridge, was 
called to the bar at Lincoln's Inn 
in 1827. He has been an Examiner 
in the Court of Chancery and a 
Poor-Law Commissioner, is a Ma- 
gistrate and Deputy-Lieutenant for 
Herts, and has been one of the 
members in the House of Commons 
for Wolverhampton since 1835. He 
joined the Liberal Government, 
and was appointed Judge-Advocate- 
General in 1853, was President of 
the Poor-Law Board, and became 
a member of Lord Palmerston's 
second administration in 1869. Mr. 
Villiers, as an independent Liberal 
member, was one of the most able 
and eloquent leaders of the Anti- 
Corn-law agitation, and to the 
triumph of the cause his earnest 
speeches and persistent motions in 
Parliament contributed. Having 
been at the general election in 
1847 returned for South Lancashire 


and Wolverhampton, ho refused 
to abandon his old constituents. 
In the session of 1805 he introduced 
a very important measure in con- 
nection with the Poor-law admi- 
nistration, the Union Chargeability 
Bill, which was carried through 
Parliament, and has become law. 
He resigned the Presidency of the 
Poor-law Board in July, 1800. A 
marble statue of Mr. Villiers was 
unveiled by Earl Granville in Wol- 
verhampton on June 6, 1879. The 
unveiling was preceded by a meet- 
ing under the presidency of the 
mayor in the Agricultural Hall, 
where speeches m eulogy of the 
public services of Mr. Villiers, 
especially in connection with the 
anti-corn law movement, were de- 
livered by Earl Granville, Sir 
Eobert Peel, M.P.j Mr. Staveley 
Hill, M P., and Mr. Alderman 
Fowler. 

VILLIEES, Fredebic, born in 
London in 1850, was educated in 
the north of France. Afterwards 
he studied in the Schools of Art at 
South Kensington, and became a 
student of the Boyal Academy in 
1870. In 1876, as special artist and 
correspondent to the he 

went through the Servian campaign 
with Mr. Archibald Forbes. He 
was with the armies of the Timok, 
Drina, Eber, and with Tchernaieff 
on the Morava,' was decorated with 
the Order of the Tallova, and re- 
ceived a war medal for this campaign; 
was recalled in November to Con- 
stantinople, He then travelled in 
Eoumelia and Bulgaria, examined 
the Turkish army, re-crossed the 
Servian lines, and returned with the 
Turkish troops ,to Constantinople. 
Having been ordered to go into 
Eussia, he, in January, stjirted for 
Kisheniff, and saw the mobilization 
of the Eussian troops in Bessarabia. 
Mr. Villiers returned to England 
in Fob. 1877. The day war was 
declared between Turkey and Eus- 
sia, ho started for Bucharest, 
where ho joined Mr. Forbes. He 
saw the first shot fired across the 
8 z 2 
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Danube at Bnla ; was present at 
tite crossmg’ at Simnitza on the 
27th of June, and followed the Army 
of the Lorn , was at the occupation of 
Biela and Tirnova, and was present 
with Mr Forbes at the great battle 
and defeat of the Eussians at Plevna 
on the 31st of July. Mr. Villiers 
was present at the battle of the 
Balkans in August^ and saw the 
investment of Plevna in October. 
He was taken ill with Danubian 
fever dni'ing that month, and or- 
dered to return to England. In 
November he started again for the 
front, reorossed the Danube over 
the ice, and marched over the 
Shipka Pass on to Adrianople. He 
arrived when the armistice was 
declared. He was the third corre- 
spondent to enter Constantinople. 
Lastly, he was present at San Stefano 
when peace was signed and an- 
nounced to the Eussian Guard by 
the Grand Duke Nicholas on Sun- 
day, March 3, 1878. Mr. Villiers 
received the cross for the passage 
of the Danube and the war medal. 
In June of that year he went to 
Malta, and was present at the 
review of the Indian Contingent 
by the Duke of Cambridge. In 
November he left England for Af- 

f hanistan. He went through the 
rst part of that campaign till the 
signing of the Treaty of Gandamnk , 
then left for Austraha j was at the 
opening of the Sydney Exhibition , 
travelled through New Zealand, 
and returned to England rid San 
Francisco and New York, thus 
making a jonrney round the 
Avorld Mr. Villiers left England 
for Egypt immediately on receipt of 
the news of the massacres at Alex- 
andria, of the 11th of June, 1882 , 
was on H.M.S. CoTidor during the 
bombardment of that city ; and 
landed with the Marines. After- 
wards he followed the army to Is- 
maHa ; was at the first fight at Tel- 
Maharta, and was with the Highland 
Brigade during the night march and 
subsequent attack on Tel-el-Kebir. , 
Mr. Villiers remained in Cairo till i 


the trial and banishment of Arabi 
and his confederates. He received 
for this campaign the order and 
rosette of the Mejidieh and the 
Egyptian war-medal from the hands 
of the Khedive. 

VINCENT, Chables Ebwabd 
Howard, was born May 31, 1849, at 
Slinfold, Sussex, being* the second son 
of the Eev. Sir Frederick Vincent, 
Bait. He was educated at W estmin- 
ster School, and the Eoyal Military 
College, Sandhurst, Herefordshire. 
He was appointed Ensign in the 
23rd Eoyal Welch Fusiliers in 1868 ; 
retired as Lieutenant in 1873 , and 
was appointed Captain in the Eoyal 
Berks Militia in the latter year ; but 
resigned in 1875 to assume the Lieut.- 
Colonelcy of the Central London 
Eangers, which commission he re- 
signed in 1878, on his appointment 
as Director of Criminal Investiga- 
tions. He entered at the Inner 
Temple in 1873 ; was caEed to the 
bar in 1876, and entered at the 
Paris Faculty de Droit in 1877. 
He became editor of the Police 
Gazette m 1883 j and was Chairman 
of the Metropolitan and City Police 
Orphanage in 1880-83. Mr. Vincent 
was Special Correspondent of the 
Daily Tel6ffrap?i at Berlin in 1871 ; 
received the thanks of the War Office 
for his reports upon Eussia in 1872 j 
gave numerous lectures upon Fo- 
reign Armies at the Eoyal IJnited 
Service Institution in 1872,* was Mili- 
tary Commissioner of the Daily Tele- 
graph at the commencement of the 
Turco-Eussian War in 1877 j and 
assembled a Conference upon the Ee- 
quirements of the Volunteer Force, 
leadmg to considerable reforms, in 
1878. He was appointed, March 4, 
1878, to re-organise the Detective 
system of the Metropolitan Police, 
with the designation of Director of 
Criminal Investigations, and with 
absolute control over the criminal 
administration. His published works 
are: — ^'StofieFs Eeports upon the 
Prussian Army,^^ 1871 j Elemen- 
tary Military Geography, Eecon- 
noitring and Sketching,'^ 1872; 
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Russia's Advance Eastward/' 
1873; ""The Law of Criticism and 
Libel/' 1876 , "" The Improvement 
of the ydunteer Force/' 1878, 
"" Procedure d’ Extradition/' 1880 , 
and ""A Police Code and Manual 
of Criminal Law/' 1881. 

yiECHOW, Eudolph, Professoi% 
known as a man of science and as a 
politician, was horn in Pomerania, 
in 1821. He was the favourite pupil 
of the great physiologist Johann 
Muller, became the editor of the 
periodical Archiv fur Pathologie, 
Anatorme und Physiologic, und fur 
hUnische Medicin, and is the author 
of voluminous works on his special 
branches of medical science, which 
have acquired a European reputa- 
tion. His ""Cellular Pathology as 
based upon Physiological and Patho- 
logical Histology," and his eulogy 
on Professor Johann Muller, have 
been translated into English, the 
former by Dr. Chance, and the 
latter by Dr. Mercer Adam. His 
work on Q-oethe as a natural philo- 
sopher appeals to a wider circle than 
his purely professional productions 
He IS Public Professor in ordinary 
of Pathological Anatomy, General 
Pathology, and Therapeutics in the 
University of Berlin, and Director 
of the Pathological Institute. As 
an extreme Liberal, in the session 
of 1865 he defeated the Minister, 
yon Bismarck, in his project for 
obtaining money to create a navy, 
and was challenged to a duel by the 
disappointed chief of the Prussian 
Cabinet. He was made an honorary 
member of the Royal Society of 
Medicine of London in 1856, and 
corresponding member of the French 
Academy of Medicine in 1859. At 
the meeting at Munich of the Ger- 
man naturahsts and physicians in 

1877, Professor yirchow delivered 
a masterly address in reply to the 
most advanced of evolutionists, 
professor Haeckel, of Jena In July, 

1878, he decided on leaving active 
political life, and accordingly he 
resigned his seat in the Reichstag. 

yiRTTJE, The Right Rev. John, , 


D.D., Bishop of Portsmouth, was 
bom in London, April 28, 1826. 
He was ordained priest in Rome by 
Cardinal Patrizi in 1851, having 
previously studied at St. Edmund's 
College, Hertfordshire, and the 
English College, Rome. Poplar 
was the scene of his first missionary 
labours, and m 1853 he went with 
the Apostolic Huncio (afterwards 
Cardinal) Bedim as his secretary to 
the United States and Canada. On 
his return, in acknowledgment of 
his services, he was made Chamber- 
lain of Honour to Pope Pius IX. 
(April 18, 1854) Father yirtue 
went to Aldershot Camp on tempo- 
rary duty in 1855, but he was 
appointed Chaplain to the Forces 
June 24, 1855, a post he held for 
exactly twenty-seven years . He was 
mentioned in general orders in 1864 
for "" distinguished and meritorious 
conduct during the epidemic of yel- 
low fever in Bennuda," and was pro- 
moted from the fourth to the third 
class of Army chaplains (Feb. 2, 
1865) for the services he had ren- 
dered. Monsignor yirtue was long 
stationed at Malta. He was ap- 
pointefl Chamberlain of Honour to 
Pope Leo XIII. April 5, 1878, and 
was appointed the first Bishop of 
Portsmouth by Apostolic brief of 
June 13, 1882. His lordship has 
edited a ""Prayer Book for the 
Army," 1859 , and a revised edition 
of Bishop Ohalloner's "" Medita- 
tions," 1880; and has contributed 
various articles to the Dublin Review 
and the Month. 

yOELCKEE, Augustus, F.C.S., 
son of Frederick Adolphus yoelcker, 
bom at Frankfort-on-thc-Maine, in 
1823, and educated at a private 
school and at the University of 
Gottingen, was appointed assistant 
to the late Professor Johnston of 
Edinburgh in 1819, and Professor of 
Chemistry in the Royal Agricultural 
College at Cirencester in 1852, which 
post he resigned in 1862, and became 
Professor of Chemistry to the Royal 
Agricultural Society of England. 
Professor yoelcker has written 
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Chemistry of Pood/^ Chemistry 
of Mamares/^ '^Lectures on Agri- 
ctdtural Chemistry,” and mimerons 
papers on theoretical and agri^ 
cnltxiral chemistry in the Journals 
of the Eoyal Agricultural Society 
of England, the Highland Society, 
Chemical Society, &c. 

VOQ-T, Kakl, M.D , philosopher 
and author, bom at G-iessen, July 5, 
1817, ■w'as educated there under Lie- 
big, and removing to Berne in 1835, 
studied physiology and graduated 
ML He devoted his attention to 
geology and zoology under Agassiz, 
and became Professor of Zoology in 
the university of his native S)wn. 
Having distingmshed himself in the 
EranJdort Parliament of 1848, he, 
from motives of prudence, retired 
into Switzerland, and delivered in 
the canton of Heufchatel some able 
lectures "On lyCan, his Place in 
Creation, and in the History of the 
Earth,” which made his name Imown 
far and wide on the Continent. 
They have been translated into 
English, and published under the 
auspices of the Anthropological 
Society. Dr. Yogt, who is Professor 
of Natural History in the University 
of Geneva, a foreign associate of the 
Anthropological Society of Pans, 
and an honorary fellow of the An- 
thropolo^cal Society of London, 
has published several worts. 

YOYSEY, The Bbv. Chaeles, 
B A., was born in London, March 18, 
1828, being the youngest son of the 
late Mr. Annesly Yoysey, aroidtebt. 
He was educated partly by private 
tuition, partly at Stockwell Gram- 
mar School, and afterwards at St. 
Edmund Hall, Oxford, where he 
took his B.A. degree in 1851. From 
1852 to 1859 he held the curacy of 
Hessle, near Hull, after which 
he was curate (under the Crown) 
of Craigton, Jamaica, for fifteen 
months. In 1861 he was appointed 
curate of Great Yarmouth, but in 
the same year was transferred to St. 
MarFs, Whitechapel. Being ejected 
from that curacy in consequence of a 
sermon against endless punishment. 


the Bishop of London (Dr. Tait) 
recommended him to the curacy 
of the well-known Yictoria Dock 
parish, under the Eev. H. Boyd, 
Vicai*. After six months service 
there he was invited by the patron 
and vicar of Healaugh, Yorkshire, 
to accept the curacy of that parish, 
and at the expiration of six months 
the vicar resigned and presented 
Mr. Yoysey to the benefice (18G4). 
Mr. Yoysey began his career as a 
rehgious reformer by the publica- 
tion of a sermon entitled " Is every 
Statement in the Bible about our 
Heavenly Father strictly true ^ ” in 
reference to the two Old Testament 
lessons for the day, viz., those con- 
tainmg the stories of the Famine 
in the Days of David and the Num- 
bering of the People (2 Sam. xxi. 
and xxiv.). A clergyman who had 
been implicated in the publication 
of that sermon got into trouble on 
account of it, and Mr. Yoysey conse- 
quently withdrew it from circulation 
after it had reached a third edition. 
This was, however, soon followed, in 
1865, by The Sling and the Stone, 
which appeared in monthly parts, 
each part containing two sermons, 
which had been preached by Mr. 
Yoysey to his congregation at Hea- 
laugh. The work was continued 
through six years. The opmions 
expressed were denounced as here- 
tical by the ultra-orthodox parties 
in the Anglican Church, and even- 
tually in the spring of 1869 legal 
proceedings were mstituted by the 
Archbishop of York’s secretary 
against Mr. Yoysey, who was 
charged with having stated opinions 
at variance with the Articles of 
Eeligion, Holy Scripture, and the 
formularies of the Church of Eng- 
land, in regard to the doctrines of 
the -Atonement, Justification, the 
Incarnation, and the Inspiration 
of Holy Scripture. The case was 
heard in the first instance in the 
Chancery Court, York Minster, 
Dec. 1, 1869, when judgment was 
pronounced against Mr. Yoysey, 
who thereupon appealed to the 
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Judicial Committee of tlie Privy 
Council, wliicli august body con- 
firmed the decision, and sentenced 
tbe appellant to be deprived of liis 
living, and to pay the costs, Feb. 11, 
1871. A week however was allowed, 
in order to give Mr. Voysey an op- 
portunity of retracting, of which 
permission he declined to avail 
himself. Since that period he has 
delivered sermons and lectures 
chiefly in St. G-eorge’s Hall, London, 
explanatory of his theological views, 
and that he has a large number of 
wealthy supporters and syinpa- 
thisers is evident from the list of 
subscribers to the Voysey Estab- 
Hshment Fund. Besides the works 
already mentioned, Mr Voysey has 
published a letter to Dr. Longley, 
Archbishop of Canterbury, on the 
Decalogue, Dogma versus Mo- 
rality, a reply to Church Congress,'^ 
1866 , and “ Humanity versus Bar- 
barism in our Thanksgivings,” 1868. 
For three years Mr. Voysey^s ser- 
mons appeared regularly in the 
Eastern Post, and are now printed 
and published every week.

WAGE, The Ebv. Henry, M.A., 
D.D., Principal of Hinges College, 
London, was bom in London, Dec. 
10, 1836, and educated at Brasenose 
College, Oxford, where he gradu- 
ated B.A. in 1860, taking a second 
class both in classics and mathe- 
matics. He proceeded B.D. in 1882 ; 
and, in the same year received the 
honorary degree of D.D. from the 
Hniversity of Edinburgh. He was 
ordained in 1861 j served as Curate 
at St Luke's, Berwick Street, from 
1861 to 1863 j at St. James's, Picca- 
dilly, from 1863 to 1869 f and was 
Lecturer at Orosvenor Chapel, 
South Audley Street, from 1870 to 
1872. In 1872 he was elected by 
the Benchers of Lincoln's Inn, 
Chaplain of that Society ; and, in 
1880, was promoted by them to the 
office of Preacher of Lincoln's Inn. 


He preached the Boyle Lectures 
for 1S71 and 1875, on the Buh-ject 
of " Christianity and Morality.” 
In 1879 he preached tho Bampton 
Lectures at Oxford on The Foun- 
dations of Faith.” He was Select 
Preacher at Cambridge in 187'''', 
and at Oxford from 1880 to 1882. 
In 1875 he was appointed Professor 
of Ecclesiastical History in King’s 
College, London ; and, in 1881, he 
was nominated by the Bishop of 
London a Prebendary of St. Paul’s. 
He was appointed one of the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury’s chaplains in 
April, 1883 j and, in Hovemher the 
same year. Principal of King’s 
College, London. In conjunction 
with Dr. William Smith, ho is the 
editor of the Dictionary of Chris- 
tian Biography, Literature, Sects, 
and Doctrines, during the First 
Eight Centuries,” of which the 
third volume has just been pub- 
lished. He IS also the author of 
Lectures, preached iu 1881 at St. 
James’, Piccadilly, on '“"The Prin- 
cipal Facts in the Life of our Lord, 
and the Authority of the Evangeli- 
cal Narratives.” 

WADDING-TOlSr, Williaw: 
Henry, a French statesman and 
diplomatist, born in Paris, Dec. 11, 
1826. His father, a rj.ch English- 
man, established cotton works in 
France, and became naturalized, 
but the son was educated in Eng- 
land. He went to Rugby School in 
Feb., 1841, and remained there till 
June, 181)6, when he went up to 
Trinity College, Cambridge, with 
an exhibition from the school. He 
became scholar of his college, and 
graduated in 1849 as second in the 
first-class of the classical tripos, 
and was bracketed equal as Chan- 
cellor’s Modalhst. At Rugby he 
was distinguished for his prowess 
at football, and his contemporaries 
at Cambridge remember Wadding- 
ton the sculler, member of the 
Second Trinity Boat Club, and 
No. 6 in the Cambridge boat in the 
University race in 1849, when Cam- 
bridge won. Soon after leaving 
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the University he settled in France^ 
having, on attaining his majority, 
personally chosen the nationality 
adopted by his father. He became 
a member of the Society of Anti- 
quaries of France, and in the pur- 
suit of his favourite studies relat- 
ing to ancient coins and inscrip- 
tions, he visited Asia Minor (in 1850 
and 1862), England, and Germany. 
IQs valuable contributions towards 
the history and archaeology of 
France led to his being elected, in 
1865, a member of the Academy of 
Inscriptions and Belles Lettres In 
that year he endeavoured at a bye- 
election to enter the Corps Legis- 
latif, as member for the fourth 
circonseription of the department 
of the Aisne, but his candidature 
was unsuccessful. However, on 
Feb. 8, 1871, he was sent as a re- 
presentative of that department to 
the National Assembly. At first 
he sat in the Left Centre, but at 
the close of the year he withdrew 
from the constitutional monarchical 
party and allied himself to the 
republicans, givmg a hearty sup- 
port to the policy of M. Thiers. He 
was a member of numerous com- 
missions, and was the reporter of 
the law relating to the Conseils 
Generaux (Aug., 1871). Appointed 
Minister of Public Instruction, in 
the place of M. Jules Simon, May 
Id, 1873, M. Waddington retired, 
five days later, with M. Thiers, and 
resumed his seat on the benches of 
the Left Centre. Except on some 
questions of detail, or rather of 
proceduie, M. Waddington voted 
regularly with the Eepublicans 
On Jan. 30, 1876, he was elected a 
Senator for the department of the 
.Msne, together with M Henri Mar- 
tin and M. Saint- Vallier : his term 
of office will expire in 1885 . He was 
recalled to the Ministry of Public 
Instruction in the Cabinet of March 
10, 1876, in succession to M. Wallon, 
and he retained his portfolio under 
the administi'ation of M. Jules 
Simon, with whom he resigned 
office May 17, 1877, On the forma- 


tion of the Dufaure cabinet in 
Dec., 1877, M. Waddington became 
Minister of Foreign Affairs. He 
was the first plenipotentiary of 
France at the Congress of Berlin 
m 1878 After the resignation of 
Marshal MacMahon and the retreat 
of M. Dufaure, M. Waddington was 
invited by M. Gr($vy to remain at 
“the Foreign Office while assuming 
the Presidency of the Council (Feli. 
4, 1879). He had in that capacity 
to maintain before the Parliament 
a policy which was considered too 
Eepuhlican by the Senate and too 
moderate by the Chamber of Depu- 
ties. On Dec. 27, 1879, he resigned, 
and was replaced as Minister of 
Foreign Affairs and as President of 
the Council by one of his colleagues, 
M. de Freycinet. At this juncture 
he refused the offer of the London 
embassy, and paid a visit to Italy, 
where he was received by the King 
(March, 1880). He was appointed 
Ambassador at the Court of St. 
James’s in succession to M, Tissot, 
in July, 1883. He is President of 
the General Council of the depart- 
ment of the Aisne. He is a Protes- 
tant, and related to tho Bunsens, 
whose late mother, the wife of 
the chevalier, was a Waddington. 
M. Waddington has published • 
— " Voyage en Asie Mineure au 
point de vue numismatique,” 1852 , 

I a continuation of Lebas’ '^Voyage 
Arch^ologique en Grece et en Asie 
I Mineure,^^ 1862 , and L'Edit de 
Diocl^tien,^^ with new fragments 
and a commentary, 1864. The King 
of the Belgians conferred the Grand 
Eihand of the Order of Leopold on 
M. Waddington in April, 1878. He 
was elected an honorary Fellow of 
Trinity College, Cambridge, April 
16, 1881. 

WADE, Sir Thomas Francis, 
K.C.B., elder son of Colonel Thomas 
Wade, C.B , born about 1820, en- 
tered the army as Ensign in the 
81st Foot in 1838, and served after- 
wards in China and elsewhere in 
the 42nd Highlanders and the 98th 
Foot, from which he retired as 
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Lieutenant in 1847. In 1843 h.e 
was appointed Interpreter to the 
garrison of Hong Kong, and m 
1847 Assistant Chinese Secretary 
in 1852 he was made Vice-Consul 
at Shanghai, where he acted as 
Inspector of Customs for th 
Chinese Q-overnment. In 1855 he 
was appointed Chinese Secretary at 
Hong Kong, and in the same year 
he was sent by the late Sir John 
Bowring on a special mission to 
Cochin China Owing to his fami- 
liarity with the native character 
and language he was attached to 
Lord Elgin^s Mission to China in 
1857-59, and m the last-named year 
he was appointed Chinese Secretary 
to our Mission in China In this 
capacity he accompanied Lord 
Elgin^s Special Mission to Peldn in 
Oct., 1860. In 1861 he was nomi- 
nated a C B. (Civil Division) , m 
the following year he became 
Chinese Secretary and Translator 
to the British Legation in China, 
and was acting Charge d^ Affaires 
at Peldn from June, 1864, to Nov., 
1865, and again from Nov., 1869, to 
July, 1871, when he was appointed 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary and Chief-Supeiin- 
tendent of British Trade in China. 
He was advanced to the rank of 
K.C.B. in Nov., 1875, for his exer- 
tions in negotiating important 
treaties with the Chinese Govern- 
rnent, and obtaining trading facili- 
ties in that empire. Sir Thomas 
Wade is the author of ^^Tzii-Erh 
Chi” (Progressive Course), 1867, 
which deals with both colloquial 
and documentary Chinese, and is 
of great value to students of the 
Chinese language. 

WAIAPtJ, Bishop op. (8ee 
Stuart, E. C.) 

WAITE, Morrison- Renisch, 
LL.D., born at Lyme, Connecticut, 
Nov. 29, 1816. A.B. (Yale), 1887. 
After his admission to the bar he 
removed to Ohio, where he practised 
successfully in Maumee City and 
Toledo. He was a member of the 
State Legislature iu 1849, and one 


of the arbitrators of the Geneva 
tribunal in 1872 He was Presi- 
dent of the Ohio Constitutional 
Convention in 1873, and in MiU'ch, 
1874, was appointed by President 
Grant Chief Justice of the United 
States. His course in that position 
has been singularly free from politi- 
cal or personal prejudice, he declin- 
ing to serve as one of the Electoral 
Commission to decide the Presiden- 
tial Controversy of 1876. 

WALES (Prince op), H.R.H. 
Albert Edward, heir-apparent to 
the British crown, eldest son of 
Her Majesty and the late Prince 
Consort, born at Buckingham 
Palace, Nov 9, 1841, received his 
early education under the Eev. 
Henry M. Birch, rector of Prest- 
wieh, Mr. Gibbs, bapristor-at-law, 
the Rev. C F. Tarver, and Mr. H 
W. Fisher, and having studied for 
a session at Edinbux'gh, entered 
Christ Church, Oxford, where he 
attended the public lectures for a 
year, and afterwards resided for 
three or four terms at Cambridge 
for the same imrpose His Royal 
Highness spent most of the summer 
of 1800 in a visit to the United 
States and Canada, where he was 
most enthusiastically received, was 
in 1868 gazetted to a colonelcy in 
the army, and joined the camp at 
the Curragh in June, 1861 . Accom- 
panied by Dean Stanley, the Prince 
travelled in the Bast, and visited 
Jerusalem in 1862. His Royal 
Highness is a K.G., a general in 
the army, and Colonel of the 10th 
Hussars, and has the titles of Duke 
of Cornwall (by which he took his 
seat in the House of Lords in Feb., 
1863), in the Peerage of England ; 
Duke of Rothesay, Baron of Ren- 
frew, and Lord of -fche Isles in Scot- 
land i and Earl of Dublin and Car- 
rick in Ireland ; and enjoys the 
patronage of twenty-nine livings, 
chiefly as owner of the Duchy of 
"'omwall. His Royal Highness 
married, March 10, 1868, the Prin- 
cess Alexandra of Denmark, by 
whom he has isw.» Prince Albert 
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Edward Yictor Ckpistian, Duke of 
Cornwall, born at Frogmore, Jan. 
8, 186 Prince G-eorge Frederick 
Ernest Albert, bom at Marlborough 
House, June 3, 1865 ; Princess 
Louise Yictoria Alexandra Dagmar, 
bom at Marlborough House, Feb, 
20, 1867 ; Princess Yiotoria Alex- 
andra Olga Mary, born July 1868 , 
and Princess Maud Charlotte Mary 
Yictoria, bom Nov. 26, 1869. The 
Prince of Wales became President 
of St. Bartholomew’s Hospital in 
April, 1867. Towards the close of 
the year 1871, his Royal Highness 
was attacked with typhoid fever, 
and for some weeks his hfe was 
despaired of ; but he slowly re- 
covered, and was able to take part 
in the memorable "Thanksgiving 
Service” in St. Paul’s Cathedral, 
Feb. 27, 1872. He was elected 
Grand Master of the Freemasons in 
England in succession to the Mar- 
quis of Ripon m 1874, and on April 
28, 1875, was admitted to the office 
at a Lodge held in the Albert Hall 
South Kensington. On May 5. 
1876, he was installed at the Free- 
masons’ Hall as First Principal of 
the Royal Arch Freemasons In 
1875-76 His Royal Highness visited 
India. The great interest he took 
in the Paris Exhibition of 1878 
contributed in no slight degree to 
render it a success. His Royal 
Highness attended the Court festivi- 
ties held at Berlin in March, 1883, 
to celebrate the " silver wedding ” 
of the Crown Prince with Hie Prin- 
cess ]^yal of England On this 
occasion he was nominated by the 
Emperor as a Field-Marshal in the 
German army. 

W A L F O R D, CoBNELiTTS, de- 
scended from an old Essex family, 
w&B bom in London in 1827, but 
his father shortly afterwards re- 
moving into his native county of 
Essex, he received his education 
there, and commenced life without 
a college career. He was destined 
for an attomey-at-law, but disliking 
the practical part of the business, 
bocanje a student at tRe I^iddle 


Temple, and was called to his de- 
gree of the Utter Bar in 1860. His 
earliest attempts with the periodicn.l 
Press were in the pages of the Bri- 
tish Controversialist. His first pub- 
lished work was a reprint of some 
of the articles so contributed, with 
an appendix of tables — viz , " Deci- 
mal Coinage Familiarly Explained 
in Theory and in Practice, together 
with Tables Adapting it to Popular 
Use, and Suggestions on Decimal 
Weights and Measures.” In 1857-8 
Mr Walford published anony- 
mously " The Insurance Guide and 
Handbook, being a Guide to the 
Prmciples and Practice of Life As- ^ 
surance, and to the Present Posi- ' 
tion of Existing Offices.” This 
work passed through three con- 
siderable editions, two in England 
and one in the United States, and 
is well known amongst insurance 
men wherever the English language 
is spoken. During the preparation 
of this work, as indeed previously, 
the author had made himself fami- 
har with actuarial questions. He 
was elected an Associate of the In- 
stitute of Actuaries in 1857, and 
afterwards a full Fellow Mr. Wal- 
ford about the same date devoted 
much attention to statistical ques- 
tions, and has taken a prominent 
part m the proceedings of the Sta- 
tistical Society of London, of which 
he is a member of the Council. It 
was his love for statistics that took 
Mr. Walford out of his regular 
groove of practice at the Bar, and 
led him into the special practice of 
company’s law, and finally into in- 
surance and international law j and 
it is to these latter branches that he 
now confines himself. He is not 
only largely consulted by insurance 
companies in England and the Colo- 
nies, but in various parts of Europe, 
and still more largely in America. 
He has aided in founding one or 
two most successful Insurance 
Offices. In 1870 he published the 
'‘’Insurance Tear Book,” but the 
great work of his life, commenced 
in 1871, is the " Insurance Cydo- 



psedia/' It will, when completed, 
probably occupy about ten large 
octavo volumes of some 700 pages. 
The sixth volume is in progress. 
This work was described in the 
Times as one of "‘‘national impor- 
tance.-’" Mr. Walford is a prolific 
writer on subjects outside his im- 
mediate pursuits, as may be seen 
by reference to the pages of the 
Journal of ihe Statistical Society j 
the Journal of the Institute of Actu- 
aneSj the proceedings and volumes 
of the Social Science Association, 
the ""Transactions"" of the Library 
Association, Notes and QueneSj and 
the annual volumes of the l^yal 
Historical Society. He is a mem- 
ber and on the council of the Asso- 
ciation for the Eeform and Codifi- 
cation of International Law, and 
took an active part in the proceed- 
ings of the Association m London 
in 1879, when he produced his 
paper on the ""Hanseatic League."" 
He has also attended and taken an 
active part in the various Inter- 
national Statistical Congresses, and 
m the International Society of 
Literature. He published the 
"" History of Famines "" in 1879, and 
has contributed to the new edition 
of the ""Encyclopssdia Britannica"" 
an article on the same subject. 
More recently he published a popu- 
lar "" History of Guilds,"' 1880 j and 
Fairs, Past and Present : a Chap- 
ter in the History of Commerce,"" 
i883. He has at the present time 
in course of preparation the ""Oyolo- 
padia of Newspapers, and of Period- 
ical Literature Generally,"" a work 
of vast magnitude, and much 
needed. Mr. Walford is Vice- 
President of the Eoyal Historica 
Society, and one of the editors of 
its transactions ; also Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Library Association 
and a contributor or many papers 
to its transactions. He has formed 
one of the largest private librariei 
in Great Britain, It is very rich 
in Insurance Literature — in fact, 
it is unique in that branch. It is 
likewise rich in Statistics, and in 


Antiquarian Literature, and it con- 
jains^ a special collection of works 
m Stenography Mr Walford was 
3 ne of the founders of the Short- 
hand Society, and its first Presi- 
lent, beicLg also re-elected in the 
jecond year of its existence He is 
a FeUow of various learned societies 
in America, and frequently visits 
bhe United States. For many years 
he has been a considerable con- 
tributor to various Insurance and 
)ther Journals. 

WALKEB, Geobge Aljpbed, 
whose denunciation of the pesti- 
lential graveyards of London 
mainly led to the passing of the 
Extramural Interment Act, was 
born at Nottingham, Feb. 27, 1807. 
He became a licentiate of the So- 
ciety of Apothecaries in 1829, and 
a member of the Boyal College of 
Surgeons in 1831 He studied for 
a long time at the Aldersgate- 
street School, and in 1835 at St. 
Bartholomew's Hospital. His pro- 
fessional education was afterwards 
pursued* for a while at Pans. 
While sojourning in the French 
capital he -visited many of its prin- 
cipal cemeteries for the purpose of 
ascertaining their condition, his 
attention as a youth having been 
frequently arrested by the sight of 
shocking mutilations and upturn- 
ings of human remains in the 
graveyards of his native place. 
Settling down at last, in 1836, in 
London, he found time in the midst 
of his energetic practice of his 
profession from his surgery at 101, 
Drury-lane, to carry on, with purse 
and brain, with tongue and pen, 
his resolute labours as a practical 
philanthropist. His way of life 
lay, like Allan Woodcourt's, among 
the squalid streets and pestilential 
alleys and foetid back slums of a 
densely peopled neighbourhood, 
festering iri the midst of which 
were several of the most revolting 
gravepits in the metropolis. One 
of these, close by the Strand, the 
notorious Enon Chapel in Clement's- 
lane, he contrived eventually. 
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though only at the cost of great 
labour and expenditurej to shut up 
and clear out completely . Another ^ 
the Spa Fields Burial Grounds, he 
was also the means of closing His 
prmcipal works on sanatory ques- 
tions generally, but chiefly on the 
subject of intramural interments, 
were the following : — " Gatherings 
from Graveyards : Particularly 
those of London j with a Concise 
History of the Modes of Interment 
among Different Nations, from the 
Earliest Periods — and a detail of 
Dangerous and Fatal Eesults pro- 
duced by the Unwise and Revolting 
Custom of Inhuming the Dead m 
the Midst of the Living,” 1889 ; 
"The Graveyards of London;” 
" Interment and Disinterment,” 
1843; "Burial Ground Incendiar- 
ism — ^the Last Fire in the ‘’Bone 
House" ; in the Spa Fields Gol- 
gotha, or the Minute Anatomy of 
Grave-Digging in London,” 1846 ; 
"A Series of Lectures on the 
Actual Condition of the Metropoli- 
tan Grave Yards,"" 1846; "Prac- 
tical Suggestions for the Estab- 
lishment of National Extramural 
Cemeteries,"" 1849 , " On the Past 
and Present State of Intramural 
Burj^g Places,"" 1851 , and "Grave 
Reminiscences : Some Experiences 
of a Sanatory Reformer,"" 1875. 

WALLACE, Aliped Russel, 
F.L.S., bom at Usk, Momnouth- 
shire, Jan. 8, 1822, was educated at 
the Grammar School, Hertford, 
and articled with an elder brother 
as land surveyor and architect, but 
gave up this profession in order to 
travel and study nature. In 1848 
he visited the Amazon with Mr. 
Bates. Returning in 1852, he pub- 
lished ids "Travels on the Amazon 
and Rio Negro,"" and a small 
volume on "Palm Trees of the 
Amazon, and their Uses."" In 1854 
he visited the Malay Islands, where I 
he remained eight years He has 
since published " The Malay Archi- 
pelago,"" 2 vols., 2nd edit., 1869, 
^nd a volume of essays entitled 
"Contributions to the Theory of 


Natm’al Selection,"" 1870, as well as 
a large number of papers in the 
publications of the Linncean, Zoo- 
logical, Ethnological, Anthropolo- 
gical, and Entomological Societies. 
In 1868 he was awarded the Royal 
Medal of the Royal Society, and m 
1870, the Gold Medal of the Societe 
de Geographie of Paris. In 1875 
he printed a small volume "On 
Miracles and Modem Spiritualism."’ 
Has elaborate work, in two volumes, 
on "The Geographical Distribu- 
tion of Animals ” was published in 
1876, in which year he was presi- 
dent of the Biological Section at 
the meeting of the British Associa- 
tion at Glasgow. In 1878 he pub- 
lished a volume on " Tropical 
Nature,"" containing Ins latest 
views on the colours of natural 
objects, on sexual selection, the 
geographical distribution of ani- 
mals and plants, and allied topics. 
In X880 he published another im- 
portant work, "Island Life,"" in 
which the principles established in 
the " Geographical Distribution of 
Animals "" are applied to explain in 
detail the phenomena presented by 
the faunas and floras of the chief 
islands of the globe, while a general 
solution is attempted of the diflicult 
problem of geological climates. 
Smce then Mr. Wallace has turned 
his attention to social and political 
problems, and in 1882 published a 
volume on “ Land Nationalisation, 
its Necessity and its Aims,"" in 
which he gives a sketch of the 
whole subject of land-tenure, and 
proposes a practical scheme of 
occup;^g ownership under the 
State in order to remedy the nume- 
rous evils of the present system 
which he has pointed out. To 
advocate this scheme a Land 
Nationalisation Society has been 
formed, of which Mr. Wallace 
is president. In 1881 he was 
awarded a Civil List pension of 
.£200 a year in recognition of 
the amount and value of his 
scientific work. The honorary de- 
gree of D.C.L. was conferred upon 
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him by the University of Dublin 
in 1882. 

WALLACE, Robert, was born 
in the parish of St Andrews, Fife- 
shire, June 24, 1831, and educated 
at Geddes Institution, Gulross, the 
High School, Edinburgh, and the 
Universities of St. Andrews and 
Edinburgh, graduating M.A. in the 
former in 1853 He entered the 
Chui’ch, and became successively 
Minister of Newton-upon-Ayr, in 
Dec., 1857 ; Minister of Trinity 
College Church, Edinbui’gh, in 
Dec., 1860, Examiner in Philo- 
sophy, in the University of St. 
Andrews, in April, 1866 ; Minister 
of Old Greyfriars, Edinburgh, in 
Dec., 1868 j D.D of the University 
of Glasgow in 1869 , and Professor 
of Church History in the Univer- 
sity of Edinburgh, in Dec., 1872. 
He quitted the clerical profession 
in Aug., 1876, when he became 
editor of the Scotsman in succession 
to the late Dr. Russel 

WALLON, Henri Alexandre, 
was born at Valenciennes, Deo. 2f3, 
1812. In 1840 he became a Pro- 
fessor with M. Guizot at the Sor- 
bonne, where he lectured on history 
and geography. In 1860 he gained 
the Golibert Prize of the French 
Academy for a work on Joan of Arc. 
He was returned to the National 
Assembly in Feb., 1871, as a mode- 
rate Conservative by the depart- 
ment of the Nord, but he joined 
the Lavergne group on the question 
of the Constitutional Laws. To 
his moderation and vigour was due 
the definitive establishment of the 
Republic, and accordingly M. 
Buffet, on forming his administra- 
tion in March, 1873, nominated 
him Minister of Public Instruction. 
It was he who proposed the clause 
which first gave constitutional 
shape to the Republic. M. Wallon 
IS a member of the Institute. He 
was a candidate for the seat in the 
French Academy that had been 
vacated by M. Claude Bernard, but 
M. Renan defeated him by 19 to 15 
(June 13, 1878). 


WALPOLE, The Right Hon. 
Spencer Horatio, born in 1806, 
was educated at Eton and Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where he ob- 
tained the first prize for English 
declamation, and another for the 
best essay on the character and 
conduct of William III. Having 
been called to the bar in 1831, 
by the Society of Lincoln^s Inn, of 
which he is a bencher, he obtained 
a large practice in the Coui'ts of 
Chancery, and became a Q.C. in 
1846. He was returned in the Con- 
servative interest for Midhui‘st in 
Jan., 1846, and represented that 
borough till Feb., 1856, when he 
was elected one of the members for 
the University of Cambridge. He 
distinguished himself in the debate 
which took place in 1819, on the 
Navigation Laws; and in the dis- 
cussions on the Ecclesiastical Titles 
Bill in 1851. On the accession of 
Lord Derby to office in 1852, Mr. 
Walpole sacrificed his practice at 
the Chancery Bar to accept the post 
of Secretary of State for the Home 
Department, and in that capacity 
carried through Parliament the 
measui'e for embodymg the militia. 
After leaving office Mr. Walpole 
became Chairman of the Great 
Western Railway. He held the 
seals of the Home Office in Lord 
Derby's second administration in 
1858, but resigned in March, 1869, 
owing to a difference in opinion 
with his colleagues with regard to 
the Reform Bill . He was appointed 
Secretary of State for the Home 
Department in Lord Derby's third 
administration in 1866, and resigned 
May 9, 1867, retainmg a seat in the 
Cabinet without office. He retired 
with his colleagues in 1868. Mr. 
Walpole resigned his seat for the 
University of Cambridge in Nov., 
1882. 

WALSH, John Henry, F.R.C.S., 
was born at Hackney, Oct 21, 1810, 
and educated at a private school in 
Dorsetshire. He practised as a 
surgeon at Worcester until 1852, 
when he removed to London. He 
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has been editor of the Field since | 
1867. Mr. Walsh wrote “ The 
Greyhound^' in 1855. It was first 
published in BelVs Life, and then 
in book-form. He compiled "Bri- 
tish Eural Sports” in six months of 
1855, and wrote "The Dog m 
Health and Disease,” in 1858 , "The 
Horse in the Stable and the Field,” 
and " The Shot Gun and Eifle,” in 
1856 He edited "Dogs of the 
British Islands ” in 1866. Mr. 
Walsh is also the author of "The 
Modern Sportsman, Gun, and 
Eifle,” vol. i., 1882 , and of " Do- 
mestic Economy and Domestic 
Medicine.” 

WALSH, Walter Hayle, M.D., 
born in Dublin, in 1816, was edu- 
cated at Paris, and at Edinburgh, 
where he graduated M.D. He is 
Emeritus Professor of Medicine in 
University CoEege, London, having 
filled that chair, which he resigned 
in 1862, for thirteen years. He has 
written "Practical Treatise on the 
Lungs,” 1842 5 " Nature and Treat- 
ment of Cancer,” 1846 ; and " Dis- 
eases of the Heart and Great 
Yessels,” 3rd edit, 1862. He is a 
EeUowof the Eoyal College of Phy- 
sicians, London, and an associate of 
several foreign medical colleges. 

WALTEE, John, M.P., eldest son 
of the late Mr. John Walter, of 
Bearwood, Berks, some time mem- 
ber for that county, born in London, 
in 1818, was educated at Eton, gra- 
duated in honours at Exeter Col- 
lege, Oxford, took his M.A. degree 
in 1843, and was called to the bar 
at Lincoln's Inn in 1847. He was 
an unsuccessful candidate in the 
Liberal-Conservative interest for 
Nottingham m 1843 j was returned 
in Aug., 1847, the day after his 
father’s death, and continued to 
represent that borough till April, 
1859, when he was elected for Berks. 
He was defeated at the general elec- 
tion in July, 1865, but was again 
elected in 1868, 1874, and 1880. 
The name which Mr. Walter bears 
is intimately associated with the 
history of what Burke called " The 


Fourth Estate,” his grandfather 
having published the first number 
of the Times, Jan. 1 , 1788. His 
father raised that journal to emi- 
nence, and by his energy in induc- 
ing men of talent to contribute to 
its columns, rendered it a great 
organ of free opinions and popular 
knowledge ; and, in spite of many 
obstacles, first brought the steam- 
engine to the aid and service of the 
newspaper press. 

WANELYN, James Aleeed, 
M.E.C.S., chemist, for some time 
lecturer on Chemistry and Physics 
at St. George’s Hospital, at present 
pubEc analyst for the county of 
Bucks, and the towns of Bucking- 
ham, High Wycombe, Peterbo- 
rough, and Shrewsbury (formerly 
Professor of Chemistry at the 
London Institution), was born in 
1834 5 studied at Heidelberg under 
Bunsen, and, m 1858, prepared 
Propionic acid by the action of 
Carbonic acid on Sodium-Ethyl, 
bemg the first example of the arti- 
ficial production of an organic sub- 
stance directly from Carbonic acid. 
In 1861, in conjunction with Dr 
Lyon Playfair, he communicated to 
the Eoyal Society of Edinburgh a 
paper " On a mode of taking the 
density of vapours of volatile liquids 
at temperatures below the boiling 
point.” Subsequently he pursued 
conjointly with Dr. Emil Erlen- 
meyer a series of researches which, 
besides settling the formula of 
Mannite and the relation of the 
sugar group to the alcoholic series, 
afforded one of the earliest and 
most complete studies of isomerism 
among the alcohols. In 1867, he 
prepared Propione, by the action of 
Carbonic acid on Sodium-Ethyl, 
and, together with the late Mr. E 
T. Chapman and Mr. Miles H. 
Smith, invented the well-known 
Ammonia process of Water Analysis. 
Some years later, conjointly with 
Mr. W. J. Cooper, he brought out the 
moist combustion process . In 1871, 
he conducted for the Government 
an investigation into the quality 
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of tlie milk supplied to the London 
"workhouses Mr. Wanklyn is the 
author of four text hooks for Chem- 
ists and Medical Officers of Health, 
viz . a ''Treatise on Water Ana- 
lysis/^ a "Treatise on Milk Ana- 
lysis,” 1873 5 a " Treatise on Tea, 
Coffee, and Cocoa,” 1874 ,* " Bread 
Analysis,” 1881, the last-named hook 
being the joint production of Mr 
W. J. Cooper and himself. In 1869, 
he "was elected a corresponding 
member of the Eoyal Bavarian 
Academy of Sciences. 

W A E B, John Quincy Adams, 
bom at IJrbana, Ohio, June 29, 
1830. His boyhood -was passed on 
a farm, but he early manifested an 
artistic genius. He studied medi- 
cine, acquired a thorough knowledge 
of anatomy, and in 1850 entered the 
studio of H. K. Brown, an eminent 
sculptor, where he remained six 
years. In 1861 he opened a studio 
in New York, where he made the 
models of several of his best works. 
He spent some months in the Far 
West, studying the characteristics 
of the Indians in order to perfect 
the model for his " Indian Hunter.” 
The clay model was finished in 
1864, and was purchased for the 
Central Park in New York, for 
which it was cast in bronze. Several 
other of his bronze statues are in 
the Park, among which are " A 
Private of the Seventh Eegiment,” 
" Fitz Q-reene Halleek,” and" Shak- 
spere,” the latter being among the 
best of modern statues. Among his 
other works are " The Grood Sama- 
ritan,” " Freedman ; ” a monument 
to commemorate the discovery of 
anaesthetics , a statue of Commodore 
Perry,* and many bas-reliefs, 
groups, and medallions. From 1874 
to 1877 he was President of the 
National Academy of Design. 

WATEEHOIJSB, Alfred, 
A.E A., was born July 19, 1830, at 
Liverpool. He studied arcliitecture 
in Manchester, where he commenced 
to practise his profession, after tra- 
velling chiefly in Italy. His first 
considerable work was the Manches- 


ter Assize Courts, the result of a 
hardly contested competition. In 
this city he has also been the archi- 
tect of the County G-aol, the Owens 
College, and the Town Hall, the 
result of another competition. In 
Liverpool his works comprise the 
London and North-Western Hotels, 
and the Seamen's Orphanage; in 
London the Natural History Mu- 
seums, the Prudential Assurance 
Company's Offices in Holborn, the 
New University Club, the New St. 
Paul's Schools, and the Central In- 
stitution of the City and Guilds of 
London Institute, Exhibition Eoad, 
Balliol College at Oxford, and Cams 
and Pembroke at Cambridge, have 
been partly rebuilt from his designs 
Among mansions may be mentioned 
Heythrop, Oxon, Eaton Hall, 
Cheshire, and Iwerne Minster, Dor- 
set, as his most conspicuous works. 
Mr. Waterhouse was honoured by 
receiving a Grand Prize for archi- 
tecture at the Pans Exhibition of 
1867, and a "Eappel” at that of 
1878. He is a member of the Eoyal 
and Imperial Academy of Vienna, 
and he was elected an Associate of 
the Eoyal Academy, Jan. 16, 1878. 
He has chiefly designed his build- 
ings in the Gothic and Eomanesque 
styles, adapting them to modern 
purposes. 

WATIG;N,Sir Edward William, 
Bart., M.P., is the eldest son of 
the late Mr. Absalom Watkin, who 
was born in London, but settled in 
Manchester, in 1800, and carried on 
business as a merchant m that town, 
from 1809 till his death in 1861. 
His son, Mr. Edward William Wat- 
kin, was first employed in his 
father's counting-house (with whom 
he ultimately became a partner), 
imtil the year 1845, when he was 
appointed to the secretaryship of 
the Trent V alley Eailway . This led 
to his joining the London and North- 
Western Co., and to his various 
positions as General Manager, and 
afterwards as a Director and Chair- 
man of the Manchester, Sheffield, 
and Lincolnshire Eailway, and 
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President of the G-rand Trunk Eail- 
way of Canada; Chairman of the 
South Eastern Eailway, and Direc- 
tor of the Great Western and Great 
Eastern Companies. In 1839-40 he 
became one of the directors of the 
Manchester iLthenseum, and was one 
of the secretaries of the committee 
which was organized to extricate 
the institution from its pecuniary 
embarrassments. He suggested and 
carried out the great literary soirees 
of that institution, which were held 
iu the Free Trade Hall, and pre- 
sided over by Mr Charles Dickens, 
Mr B. Disraeli, and Serjeant Tal- 
fourd, in the years 1843, 1844, and 
1845 respectively. In 1843 he wrote 
a pamphlet entitled ''A Plea for 
Public Parks,^* and became one of 
the honorary secretaries of the com- 
mittee which followed, and through 
whose efforts the three existing 
parks (viz., the '^Queen’s,^^ "PeeV^ 
and Philip's obtained for 

Manchester and Salford, and pre- 
sented to the inhabitants, at a cost 
of 0646 , 000 , all of which (except 
iSSOOO voted out of the parliamen- 
tary grant), was raised by sub- 
scription. In 1843, he and a few 
other members of the Manchester 
Athenseum commenced the " Satur- 
day half-holiday ” in Manchester, 
which resulted in the general 
closing of the warehouses for busi- 
ness at two p.m, every Saturday. 
In 1845, Mr. Watkin was one of the 
originators of the Manchester Fajctm- 
%ner newspaper. Has colleagues in 
this enterprise were Mr. John 
Bright, M.P., and the Bev. Dr. 
McKerrow. In 1851 he visited the 
American Continent, and on his 
return wrote a book, entitled a 
"Trip to the United States and 
Canada." In 1861 he undertook a 
private mission to Canada, at the 
desire of the Duke of Newcastle, 
the then Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, with the object of bring- 
ing the five British A*ovinces into 
union, and the establishment of a 
connection between Canada and the 
Atlantic, byan independent railway , 


system (on the Canadian gauge of 
5* ft. 0 in ), passing through New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia, At 
the same time he undertook, on the 
advice of the duke, the charge of 
the Grand Trunk Eailway (1,000 
miles), which was then on the eve 
of stoppage, and which he succeeded 
m keeping open in the winter of 
1861-2 for the passage of troops, 
when war was threatened (on the 
Trent affair) , with the U mted States. 
The Confederation, and its adjunct, 
the Intercolonial Eailway, were 
mainly in Mr. Watkin's charge for 
some years, and in 1867 Acts of 
Parliament were passed secm’ing 
both their projects, as well as the 
attainment of another object of his 
labours, viz., the opening up of the 
Hudson's Bay territory, which is 
now becoming part of the Canadian 
‘^Dominion." In the passing of 
the Confederation Act of 1867, 
he was offered the honour of 
knighthood by the Disraeli go- 
vernment. He declined it on the 
ground that his friend the Hon. G. 
E. Cartier, ex-Premier of Lower 
Canada, had been overlooked in 
the distribution of honours, and 
because he did not desire to receive 
such a recognition through the 
medium of a party to which he 
was poUtioaUy opposed. In 1868, 
Mr. Cartier was made a baronet, 
and the knighthood was again 
offered to Mr. Watkin, who was ad- 
vised that he could not again refuse 
it, as the reason which constituted 
his former objection had been 
satisfied. Sir Edward's late father 
was one of the earliest friends of 
the late Eichard Cobden ; and Sir 
Edward (then Mr.) Watkin himself 
became intimate TOh Cobden, and 
attached himself to the Free Trade 
agitation as a member of the Anti- 
Corn Law League from its com- 
mencement till the final triumph of 
Free Trade in 1846. Mr. Watkin 
was first elected to Parliament in 
1857, but was afterwards unseated. 
He was returned to Parliament un- 
opposed for Stockport, in 1864, and 
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again returned at the head of the 
poll in 1865. He was defeated^ 
however, by a narrow majority in 
1868, and contested East Cheshire 
unsuccessfully in 1869. Whilst m 
Paidiament, in 1866-67, he obtained, 
as the Chaiz'man of two Select 
Committees, important alterations 
in the laws affecting railways, and 
especially the change in the law 
of limited liability, which enabled 
companies to reduce their capital 
by mere resolution, and without 
winding up. It was estimated at 
the time that this change in the 
law liberated a capital, then locked 
up in unsaleable securities of nearly 
sixteen millions sterling, at a 
critical period in our commercial 
history. SirE. Watkin was again 
returned to Parliament at the 
general election of Peb., 1874*, for 
the luiited boroughs of Hythe and 
Folkestone, and again was returned 
unopposed, for the same borough, 
at the general election of 1880. In 
that year he was created a baronet. 
He was High Sheriff of Cheshire, 
1874. The proposed tunnel under 
the Channel to connect England and 
Prance is an enterprise with which 
he has been connected in conjunction 
with the late Michel Chevallier, M. 
Eeon Say, and other eminent French 
and English public men. His work, 
as described by himself, has been 
to show (1) that the work could be 
done ; (2) how it could be done 5 
and (3), approximately, at what 
cost and in what time. In this he 
has succeeded, as the experimental 
tunnels under the Channel, passing 
from both sides for a total distance 
of nearly three miles together, have 
tended to show. He contends that 
under the whole width of the Chan- 
nel there lies a thickness of 300 or 
400 feet of the " old grey chalk or 
''oraie de Kouen,'^ which will stand 
excavation without timbering or 
other support, and is impervious 
to water. This wonderful medium 
consists of a homogeneous mixture 
of about 66 per cent, of chalk and 
35 per cent, of clay. It hardens by J 


exposiue, and can be cut easily and 
rapidly by machinery, a rate of a 
yard, forward, an hour, mth 7 feet 
diameter, having been attained by 
the use of a single machine. Thus, 
at a rate of about five miles a year 
on each side, two years would ap- 
pear to su&co to connect the two 
countries, and probably five years 
for a complete tunnel. Assuming 
the experiment to succeed. Sir E. 
Watkin has recommended Mr. 
Gladstone to approach the Euro- 
pean and American powers with a 
view to the complete neutralisation 
of the work, which would, probably, 
do away with the military alarms 
raised on the question in the last 
two years. At present the works near 
Shakspeare Cliff, Dover, are kept in 
repair and ventilation — ^Imt progress 
is stopped on the requisition of the 
President of the Board of Trade, 
Mr. Chamberlain, with the sanction 
of the Government. 

WATSON, John Dawson, 
R.W.S., was born May 20, 1832, at 
fSedbergh, in the West Biding of 
Yorkshn’c, was educfbted at the 
Edward VI. Grammar School at 
Sedbergh, entered the School of 
Design at Manchester in 1817, 
came to London in 1851, and be- 
came a pupil of Alexander Davis 
Cooper and a student of the Eoyal 
Academy. Ho exhibited his first 
picture, ^^The Wounded Cavalier,^' 
at tho Eoyal Institution, Manches- 
ter, in 1851. He exhibited at the 
Eoyal Academy for the first time 
in 1853, '' An Artist's Studio,” and 
has continued to exhibit to the 
present time, his principal works 
being — "Tniiiking it Out;” ^^The 
Poisoned Cup,” which obtained a 
medal at tho Vienna Exhibition, 
1873 ; The Student ; ” " The Part- 
ing j ” Saved ; ” ‘‘ Black to Move ; ” 
and "Women's Work.” In 1860 
he illustrated for Messrs. Boutledge 
their Christmas edition of " The 
Pilgrim's Progress,” followed by 
"Eobinson Crusoe,” in 1878, and 
contributed wood-drawings to most 
of the illustrated books, papci’S, and 

i A 
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magazines of the time. In 1865 he 
was elected an Associate of the 
Society of Pamters in Water 
Colours, and a Member of the same 
Society in 1870. This Society has 
been raised by the Queen to a level 
with the Poyal Academy. Of his 
drawings contributed to the So- 
ciety the principal are The Duet/’ 
Book-Lore/" Carrying in the 
Peacock/' and ^^The Stolen Mar- 
riage." Mr Watson is a member 
of the Eoyal Society of Painters in 
Water Colours of Belgium, a mem- 
ber of the Society of British Artists, 
and a member of the Eoyal Cam- 
brian Academy. 

WATSON, Thomas Henry, ar- 
chitect, bom Nov. 1, 1839, obtained 
three silver medals offered in ar- 
chitecture by the Eoyal Academy 
of Acts in 1860, and the gold medal, 
with The Lectures of the Profes- 
sors," and " The Works of Sn* 
Joshua Eeynolds," for his Design 
of an Exchange in 1861. He was 
elected an Associate of the Eoyal 
Institute of British Architects in 
1862; was awarded the first annual 
travelling studentship of the Eoyal 
Academy, Dec. 10, 1863; and the 
Soane medallion of the Eoyal Insti- 
tute of British Architects, March 
15, 1864. He was President of the 
Architectural Association m 1871 

WATSON (Lord) The Eioht 
Hon. William Watson, is the son 
of the Eev. Thomas Watson, minis- 
ter of Covington, Lanarkshire, where 
he was bom in 1828. He was edu- 
cated at the Universities of Glasgow 
and Edinburgh, and was admitted 
an advocate at the Scotch bar in 
1851. He was elected Dean of the 
Faculty of Advocates in 1875. In 
Nov., 1876, he was elected M.P. in 
the^ Conservative interest, for the 
Universities of Glasgow and Aber- 
deen Mr. Watson was Sohcitor- 
General for Scotland from July, 
1874, till Oct , 1876, when he was 
appointed Lord Advocate. In the 
latter year he was created a LL.D. 
of Edinburgh. He was sworn of 
the Privy Council, and appointed a , 


member of the Committee of Coun- 
cil on Education in Scotland, April 
2, 1878. He continued to represent 
the Universities of Glasgow and 
Aberdeen till April, 1880, when he 
was appointed a Lord Justice of 
Appeal, and appointed a peer for 
life, under the provisions of the Act 
of 1876, as Lord Watson of Thankor- 
ton, m the county of Lanark. 

WATTS, George Frederick, 
EA., painter, born in London, in 
1820, first exhibited at the Academy 
in 1837. In addition to portraits, 
he made some historical attempts, 
such as Isabella finding Lorenzo 
dead," from Boccaccio, in 1840, and 
a scene from " Cymbeline," in 181*2. 
At Westminster Hall, in 181-3, his 
cartoon of '^Caractacus led in 
triumph through the Streets of 
Eome," obtained one of the three 
highest class prizes of MOO, and 
created sanguine hopes for his 
future career. Having spent three 
years m Italy, he again obtained, 
m 1847, the highest honours at the 
competition in Westminster Hall. 
His two colossal oil-pictures. 

Echo," and “ Alfred inciting the 
Saxons to prevent the Landing of 
the Danes," which secured for him 
one of the three highest class prizes 
of .£500, were, with the pictures of 
PickersgiU and Cross, purchased by 
tlie Commissioners. The latter is 
m one of the committee-rooms of 
the new Paihament Houses.

Watts exhibited his “ Paolo and 
Francesca," and Orlando pursuing 
the Fata Morgana," at the British 
Institution, in 1818, and his full- 
length portrait of Lady Holland, 
at the Eoyal Academy in the same 
year. " Life's Illusions," a picture 
of the class of ''Fata Morgana,” 
exhibited in 1849, was followed in 
1850 by "The Good Samaritan," 
painted in honour of Thomas W right, 
of Manchester, and presented by the 
artist to the Town Hall of Manches- 
ter. For the new Houses of Parha- 
ment Mr. Watts has executed one 
of the frescoes in the Poets' Hall, 

' St. George overcomes the Dragon," 
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from Spenser, finished in 1853, and 
has painted in fresco the west end 
of the new hall at Lincoln's Inn. 
For some time he has exhibited 
regularly at the Koyal Academy, 
and his principal productions have 
been portraits. He was elected an 
Associate of the Eoyal Academy in 
Feb., 1867, and a Hoyal Academi- 
cian in 1868. 

WATJGH, Edwin, born Jan. 29, 
1818, at Rochdale, in Lancashire, is 
descended from a Border family 
long settled upon their own land, 
near Haltwhistle. He was edu- 
cated at Davenport’s Commercial 
Academy, at Rochdale; was ap- 
prenticed to a bookseller and printer ; 
and after his apprenticeship worked 
as a printer and bookseller for 
nearly ten years. He was then ap- 
pointed secretary to the Lancashire 
Public School Association, for the 
promotion of a national plan of 
secular education. He was con- 
nected with this association for 
nearly five years; since then he 
has devoted himself entirely to 
literature. Mr. Waugh received a 
pension of <£90 from the Civil List 
in 1882. He is the author of "Lan- 
eashire Sketches;” "Poems and 
Lancashire Songs;” "Tufts of 
Heather,” a series of tales; "Fac- 
tory Folk during the Cotton Fa- 
mine ; ” " Rambles in the Lake 
Country ; ” " Snowed Tip, and other 
Tales;” "Rambles and Reveries,” 
" Sancho’s Wallet,” a series of 
Northern anecdotes; "The Chimney 
Comer,” a series of country tales ; 
" Roads out of Manchester ;” " An 
Old Man’s Memories ; ” and " The 
Limping Pilgrim.” 

WEATHERS, The Right Rev. 
William, D.D., a Catholic prelate, 
bom in 1814, was educated at St. 
Edmimd’s College, Old Hall Green, 
where he was ordained priest in 
1838; and became professor, vice- 
president, and finally president in 
1851, which office he continued to 
hold until 1869, when he was re- 
moved to Hammersmith to become 
the first President of St. Thomas’s 


Theological Seminary. Dr. Wea- 
thers was the theologian nominated 
by the English Bishops to assist in 
Rome at the j)rcparations for the 
Vatican Council Ho was made a 
domestic prelate by the Pope in 
1868; and in 1872 was appointed 
Bishop of Amycla, i p i., and nomi- 
nated Bishop Auxiliary for the 
diocese of Westminster. 

WEBB, The Right Rev. Allan 
Beecher, D.D., Bishop of Bloem- 
fontein, was educated at Rugby, 
and gained an open scholarship at 
Corpus Christi College, Oxford, 
in 1858, becoming subsequently 
a Fellow of University College. 
Shortly after his ordination he was 
nominated to the Vice-Principalship 
of Cnddesdon Theological College, 
but this he left for duties connected 
with his f ellowsliip. In 1867 he was 
l^resented to the rectory of Avon 
Dassett, near Leamington, which ho 
resigned in 1870 on being nominated 
Bishop of the Orange River Free 
State, or Bloemfontein, in succession 
to Dr. Edward Twells. Ho was 
consecrated at Inverness, Nov, 30^ 
1870. 

WEBSTER, Thomas, R.A. (re- 
tired), was bom March 20, 1800, 
in Ranelagh Street, Pimlico. His 
father being attached to the house- 
hold of George III., took the child 
in its infancy to Windsor, where 
he remained till the death of that 
monarch . T oung W ehster was edu- 
cated in the choir of the Chapel 
Royal, St. James’s, his father de- 
siring to make a chorister of him, 
hut he preferred painting to music. 
His wishes being acquiesced in he 
entered the Royal Academy as a 
student in 1820, exhibited in 1823 
a portrait group, and in 1825 ob- 
tained the first medal in the School 
of Paintmg. In the same year he 
exhibited at the gallery of the 
Society of British Artists, in Suffolk 
Street, a little picture entitled 
"Rebels Shooting a Prisoner” (a 
scene of hoy mischief), which at 
once brought him into notice. In 
1827 he sent to the Royal Academy 
4 A 2 
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a portrait picture, ^'Children of 
T. Brane, Esq.” Tlie next year lie 
contrilDuted "The G-unpowder Plot” 
to the Academy, and in 1829 " The 
Prisoner” and "A Foraging Party 
roused ” to the British Institution. 
In 1830 he sent to the British Insti- 
tution " The Sick Child ; ” in 1831 
he exhibited nothing ; hut in 1832 
he hung on the walls of the British 
Institution "The Card Players,” 
a "Sketch of a Cottage,” "The 
Effects of Intemperance,” and " The 
Love Letter ; ” and on those of the 
Academy "The Smugglers.” In 
1833 he had at the Academy " The 
Lantern” and "A YiUage School.” 
In 1835 he exhibited " Late at 
School” and "Beading the Scrip- 
tures,”at the British Institution, and 
"Bird-catchers” and "Intercepted 
Letters^' at the Academy, where also 
in 1836 he sent a pair of subjects, 
"Going into School” and "Coming 
out of School j” in 1837, "Betuming 
from the Fair j” and in 1838 " Break- 
fast.” In 1839 he exhibited at the 
British Institution" The Eat-trap,” 
and Anticipation,” a baker's boy 
bringing home a pie, which a hungry- 
lookmg boy at the door eyes with 
expectant satisfaction ; and at the 
Academy "Football,” which was 
considered one of the best pictures 
he^ had hitherto painted. In 1840 
— ^in which year he was elected an 
Associate of the Eoyal Academy — 
he produced " Punch,” a picture full 
of grotesque incident and individual 
character ; in 1841 two pictures 
which perhaps the artist has never 
surpassed, " The Smile ” and "The 
Frown ” (so well known by the en- 
gravings made for the Art Union of 
London), and "The Boy with many 
Friends.” In 1842 he exMbited at 
the British Institution " The Wan- 
derer,” representing a young Italian 
boy with a box of white mice ; and 
at the Eoyal Academy "The Grand- 
mother,” "Going to School,” and 
" The Impenitent ” " Sickness and 
Health” was produced in 1843. In 
1844 he exhibited at the British 
Institution "Contrary Winds” (a 


boy sailing a boat in a washing- 
tub) ; and at the Eoyal Academy 
"The Pedlar.” In 1845 appeared 
" The Bame's School j ” and in 1846 
"Please to remember the Grotto” 
and " Only once a Year.” In the 
latter year Mr. Webster was elected 
a full member of the Academy. 
Subsequently to that date he ex- 
hibited many pictures, including — 
" Good Night,” " A Village Choir,” 
" Instruction,” 1847 ; "The Internal 
Economy of Botheboys Hall,” "A 
Eubber,” 1848 ; " A Sea-saw,” " A 
Slide,” 1849s Studyjfroin Nature,” 
"A Cherry Seller,” "A Peasant's 
Home,” "A Farm-house Kitchen,” 
1850 5 " A Chimney Corner,” 

" Attraction,” 1851 5 " A School 
Playground,” "A. B. C.,” "A Letter 
from the Colonies,” 1852 ; " The 
Eace,” 1855 5 " Hide and Seek,” 
1856 5 "Autumn and Winter,” 1860 ; 
"Eoast Pig,” 1862 s "A Tea Party,” 
1863s "The Battle of Waterloo,” 
"A Game at Braughts,” 1864; 
"Village Gossips,” " My Back 
Kitchen,” 1865; "Volunteers at 
Artillery Practice,” 1871 ; " The 
Prompter,” "The Wreck Ashore,” 
1874; "Waiting for the Bone,” 
"Youth and Age,” "A Birth-day 
Tea-party,” 1876; "The Letter,” 
1877 ; portrait of himself, 1878. 
Mr. Webster resigned his member- 
ship in the Eoyal Academy in June, 
1876, and was placed on the list of 
Honorary Eetired Academicians. 

WEBMOEE, Frederick, was 
born at Clifton in July, 1844, being 
the son of a merchant of Bristol. 
He was educated privately in Eng- 
land and on the Continent, and, 
determining on the profession of 
journalism, entered the office of a 
Bristol newspaper before he was 
nineteen. He remained there three 
years, and subsequently came to 
London, writing for various maga- 
zines. His novels of " A Snapt Gold 
Eing'^ and ^'Two Girls,” were pub- 
lished in 1871 and 1874, and were 
more favourably received by the 
literary than by the general public. 
Henceforward devoting himself to

the close study of pictorial and dra- 
matic art, Mr. Wedmore travelled 
for a -while abroad, and subsequently 
found acceptance as a writer on 
these subjects. His Studies in 
English iit"^ appeared in 1876, and 
it was followed by the Masters of 
G-enre Painting,^' 1880, and “ Pour 
Masters of Etching,^^ 1883. Mr. 
Wedmore was successful in ob- 
taining, from the English world, a 
full recognition of the genius of 
the great etcher, Meryon, previously 
almost unknown. In 1877 there 
appeared, reprinted from Temple 
Bar 3 Pastorals of Prance,-*'’ Mr 

Wedmore’s single work of poetical 
prose fiction. Mr. Wedmore has 
been for some years art critic of 
the Standard, dramatic critic of 
The Academy, and a contributor to 
the Nineteenth Century and the 
nightly Review. 

WEIL, Gustav, orientalist and 
liistorian, born at Saltzburg, April 
24f, 1808, is a grandson of the Rabbi 
of Metz, who introduced him to 
the study of ^ the Talmud, with the 
view of making him a theologian. 
He preferred, however, the study 
of philology and history, and after 
preliminary lessons received in 
Paris, set out for the East, and 
resided five years in Cairo, where 
he mastered the Arabic, Persian, 
and Turkish languages, taught in 
the public schools, and made him- 
self useful as an interpreter. On 
his return to Germany in 1836 he 
received an appointment in the 
Library of Bfeidelberg, and was 
made Professor of Oriental Lan- 
guages in the University in 1845. 
He has published many important 
works on the poetry of the Arabs, 
on the Koran, on the Biblical 
Legends of the Mussulmans, &c., 
all distinguished by ingenious 
criticisms, and an exact knowledge 
of Oriental sources. He published 
a new German translation of The 
Arabian Rights in 1837-41, a 
'^Life of Mohammed in 1843, a 
History of the Caliphs" in 
1846-51, a History of the Mussul- 


man Peoples, from Mahomet to 
Selim," in 1866, and a biographical 
sketch of the celebrated philoso- 
pher, Levi-ben-Gerson, in 1869. 

WEILL, Alexandre, novelist 
and journalist, born in Alsace in 
1813, of a Jewish family, at an 
early age acquired the Hebrew 
language. He went in 1828 to 
pursue his studies in Germany, 
where he had to suffer great vicis- 
situdes, and on his return to Prance 
in 1838, contributed articles to 
various political and literary jour- 
nals. He first came into notice 
when director of that portion of 
La P'i esse devoted to the discussion 
of foreign politics, and in March, 
1848, the first of his letters against 
the circulars of Ledru-Rollin caused 
a great sensation. He is author of 
the work ^^Republique et Monar- 
chio," published in 1848, which 
passed through six editions; of 
‘^Les Prangais du XIX.® Siecle," 
1872 ; and of several successful 
novels. 

WEIR, Harrison William:, 
born at Lewes, May 5, 1824, at an 
early age showed a great inclina- 
tion for studying natural history, 
and was, in 1837, articled to Mr. 
George Baxter, to learn designing 
on wood, colour-printing, and wood- 
engraving. Having in vain en- 
deavoured to get released from his 
engagement, he was elected a mem- 
ber of the new Society of Painters 
m Water-Colours in Peb., 1849, and 
some time before exhibited at the 
British Institution. His first pic- 
ture, the Dead Shot," was after- 
wards exhibited in Suffolk Street 
and at the Royal Academy. Mr. 
Weir’s first wood drawings ap- 
peared in the Illustrated London 
News. Amongst his best-known 
works are ^"Poetry of Rature," 
Punny Dogs with Punny Tales," 
and The Adventures of a Bear.” 
He has furnished' illustrations for 
the Band of Hope Review and the 
Children's Fnend, has laboured to 
improve children's books and books 
for the poorer classes } and is best 
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Jcnown by his pictures of birds, 
fruit, and animals, and has also 
been successful in his engravings 
of fish and flowers . 

WELBY, The Eight Eev 
Thomas Earle, B.I)., Bishop of 
St. Helena, younger son of the late 
Sir 'William Earle Welby, Bart., of 
Benton House, Lincolnshire, born 
in July, 1811, was educated at 
Cambridge Haying held some 
parochial charges, he was appointed 
Archdeacon of G-eorge Town, in the 
diocese of Cape Town, South 
Africa, from which he was promoted. 
May 8, 1862, to the bishopric of St. 
Helena, rendered vacant by the 
translation of Dr Claughton to the 
see of Colombo. 

WELLINGTON, Bishop op. 
(See Haepield.) 

WELLS, Henry Tanworth, 
E.A., bom in London in Dec., 1828 
His first practice in art was as a 
miniature painter. When only 
sixteen years of age he exhibited 
at the Eoyal Academy a portrait of 

Master Arthur Prmsep/^ a bro- 
ther of Mr. Valentme Piinsep, the 
painter. At this date (1845), and 
for some years later. Sir William 
Eoss and Mr. Thorbmm were paint- 
ing their best works, and nowhere 
in the Academy Exhibition was the 
crowd so dense as before the little 
portraits in the famous " Miniature 
Eoom ” of former days. Steadily, 
if at first slowly, the young artist 
advanced in this difficult branch of 
art. Before many years had 
elapsed, he was a worthy competitor 
for public favour with Eoss and 
Thorburn; and ultimately, after 
the death of the former, and the 
retirement of the latter from this 
paiticular field, Mr. Wells became 
indisputably the first miniature 
painter of the day. From the year 
in which he first exhibited till 
1866 he never ceased to be repre- 
sented as a miniaturist on the walls 
of the Academy ; and down to 1860 
he usually exhibited eight works 
annually — the largest number 
allowed. In this long series were 


a portrait of Princess Mary of 
Cambridge, painted for Her Ma- 
jesty (1853) ; a charming group of 
the painter himself in tourist 
costume, his wife mounted on an 
ass, and a peasant boy-guide on the 
ground above Amalfi (ISGO) ; toge- 
ther with full lengths of the Duchess 
of Sutherland, Frances Countess 
of Waldegrave, and Mrs. Popham. 
Since 1861 Mr Wells has devoted 
his energies to oil-painting. It was 
in the Academy Exhibition of 18G1 
that he made his first appearance 
as an oil-painter, his largest con- 
tribution being a portrait of Lord 
Eanelagh, as Colonel of the South 
Middlesex 'Voluntcors Next year 
his principal work was a portrait- 
group, including the painter and 
his wife, and one or two friends, at 
an unostentatious dinner-table, the 
fruit and glass of the dessert still 
upon the white cloth Mrs. Wells 
(n^e Johanna Mary Boyce) herein 
represented as reading aloud, whose 
death had occurred suddenly and 
under distressing circumstances on 
July 15, 1861, was herself a most 
accomplished artist. Since 1862 
Mr. Wells has been a constant con- 
tributor to the Exhibitions of the 
Eoyal Academy. A prominent 
place was awarded in 18(55 to his 
"Preparing a Tableau Vivant^^ — a 
portrait group of three sisters j and 
he also contributed a landscape 
entitled Outskirt of a Farmyard 
at Twilight."" In 18G6 he painted 
his large picture of "Volunteers at 
a Fming Point,"" and in May that 
year he was elected A.E.A. Since 
that time he has been a constant 
exhibitor of portrait pictures, some 
of which are large compositions; 
as, " The Eifle Eanges at Wimble- 
don,"" 1867 ; “ The Earl and Coun- 
tess Spencer and their Friends at 
Wimbledon,"" 18G8 ; " Letters and 
News at the Loch Side,"" 1868 ; 

Lord Chancellor Hathcrley, with 
his Attendants in Procession 
through the House of Lords,"" 
painted on a largo scale for the 
Fishmongers" Company ; " Lord 
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Chancellor Selbome/^ for the Mer- 
cers^ Company , a large hnnt- 
pictnrOj entitled '"A November 
Morning at Birdsall House, York- 
shire,” 1875 ; “ Mr Eobert Jardine, 
with G-reyhonnds,” 1876 , “ The Old 
Stonebreaker,” and the "Laurel 
Walk,” 1879. In 1880 he exhibited 
his large painting of "Victoria 
Eegina,"*^ representing the Queen 
in the early morning of June 20th, 
1837, receiving news of the death 
of William IV and the homage of 
Archbishop Howley and the Lord 
Chamberlain. In 1882 was exhi- 
bited " Friends at Yewden,” a 
group of Academicians (including 
the painter himself) and other 
friends, painted for the collection 
of Mr. d C. Schwabe. Mr. Wells 
was elected a Eoyal Academician 
in June, 1870. 

WELLS, Sir Thomas Spencer, 
Bart., M.I) , is the eldest son of 
the late Mr. William Wells, of St. 
Alban's, Hertfordshire, by Harriet, 
daughter of the late Mr. William 
Wright, of East Sheen, Eichmond, 
Surrey. He was born in 1818 at St. 
Alban's, and was educated at 
Trinity College, Dublin. He gained 
his first medical experience in the 
Infirmary and School of Medicme 
at Leeds, and subsequently studied 
in the Anatomical School at Dublin, 
and at St. Thomas's Hospital. He 
was admitted a member of the Eoyal 
College of Surgeons in 1841, and in 
ISirl was elected one of the hono- 
rary fellows created by the new 
charter. Having become an assist- 
ant-surgeon in the Navy, he saw 
some active service, both afloat and 
ashore, before and during the Cri- 
mean war , and he was sent out in 
1851-5, under the auspices of Mr. 
Sydney Herbert, as chief surgeon 
at Smyrna, and at Eankei on the 
Dardanelles. Eeturning to Eng- 
land at the close of the Eussian 
war, he devoted himself to the study 
of that branch of professional science 
with which his name is associated— 
namely, ovariotomy, and connected 
himself with the Samaritan Hos- 


pital for Women. He is not only 
President of the College of Surgeons 
(in which capacity he delivered the 
Hunterian Oration in 1882), but a 
Fellow of the Eoyal Medical and 
Chirugical Society, and surgeon to 
Her Majesty's Household, and at 
the third centenary of the Univer- 
sity of Leydon he had conferred 
upon him the degree of an honorary 
M.D. Her Majesty, in April, 1883, 
conferred upon him the honour of a 
baronetcy in acknowledgment of 
"the distinguished services which 
he has rendered tothe medical profes- 
sion and to humanity.” Sir Spencer 
Wells is the author of several im- 
portant surgical works, especially 
on those improvements in operative 
surgery to which he has specially 
devoted himself . Mr. Wells married 
in 1853, Elizabeth, daughter of the 
late Mr. James Wright, solicitor, 
of New-mn, London, and of Syden- 
ham, Kent. 

WEMYSS (Earl oe). The Eight 
Hon. Francis Wemyss Chartebis 
Douglas, eldest son of Francis 
Wemyss Charteris Douglas, eighth 
Earl of Wemyss, was born in 1818 
and educated at Eton and Christ 
Church, Oxford (B.A., 1841). In 
the same year he was returned to 
the House of Commons for the 
Eastern division of Gloucestershire, 
which he represented xmtil 1846, 
when he resigned his seat, having 
abandoned the support of the pro- 
tective Corn Laws, and become a 
convert to the Free Trade measures 
of Sir E Peel. In Aug., 181-7, he 
was returned as a Liberal Conser- 
vative for Haddingtonshire, which 
he continued to represent until his 
succession to the peerage ; was a 
Lord of the Treasury under the 
Aberdeen ministry, 1852-5, retiring 
with the Peelite party in Feb. of 
that year from the administration 
of Lord Palmerston. Lord Elcho, 
as he was styled prior to his suc- 
ceeding to his father's title, took 
a very conspicuous part in the 
Volunteer movement. He is 
Colonel of the London iSiott’s i 
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VolimteerSj and, as Cliairmaii of the 
Council of the National Eifle Asso- 
ciation, he frequently presided over 
the W iinhledon Eifle Meetings. He 
has been a Deputy-Lieutenant of 
Haddingtonshire since 1846. He 
succeeded to the Earldom of Weniyss 
on the death of his father, Jan 1, 
1883. His lordship is the author of 
“ T '<^tters on Military Organisation^” 
1871. 

WEEDEE, August von, a Prus- 
sian general, was horn Sept. 12, 
1808, and entered in 1825 as a volun- 
teer into the regiment of the Gardes- 
du-Corps, and was on account of his 
special qualifications appointed 
Second Lieutenant in the first regi- 
ment of Infantry Guards. From 
1833 to 1836 he was ordered to the 
General Military Academy, in order 
to qualify himself for the post of a 
general staff officer. As such he 
held an appointment from 1838 to 
1839 in the 8th Pioneer Division, 
acting from 1839 to 1840 as Instruc- 
tor in the Corps of Cadets, and was 
from 1840 to 1841 joined to the 
Topographical Bureau. After he 
had in 1842 received his promotion 
as First Lieutenant, he took part, 
hy permission of the Prussian War 
Minister, and of the War Office of 
Eussia, in the war in the Caucasus 
(1842-43), when he proved extremely 
serviceable as an engineer officer, 
and received a wound in the affair 
at Kefar. In recognition of his 
services, he received the order of 
St. John and the Eussian Vladimir 
order of the fourth class. In March, 
1846, he was made captain, and in 
March, 1851, major in the 33rd In- 
fantry Eegiment. In 1853 he be- 
came Commandant of the Landwehr 
Battalion of the 43rd Infantry 
Eegiment, and in 1856, Superior 
Lieutenant. In 1857 he was trans- 
ferred as Commander to the 2nd 
regiment of Foot Guards as Com- 
mander of the Fusilier Battalion j 
in 1858 was intrusted with the duty 
of inspector of the Jagers, and the 
command of the Field Jager Corps, 
^nd in 1859 became Colonel, Some 


months later follow ed his nomina- 
tion as a member of the Direction 
of the Central Militai'y Turn Insti- 
tute in Berlin In March, 3 SCO, ho 
became a Major-General, and on 
June 8, 1866, Lieutenant-General, 
in which latter capacity he took 
part in the campaign in Bohemia 
in the army of Prince Frederick 
Charles. The 3rd Infantry Division, 
which he commanded, took an im- 
portant part in the battles of Gits- 
chin and Koninggratz, and the 
services which it rendered won for 
its commander the order pour U 
mdrite. On the outbreak of the 
Franco-German war, Lieutenant- 
General von Werder was attached 
to the superior command of the 
Third Army Corps of the Crown 
Prince of Prussia, and was engaged 
before Strasburg, and also in the 
battles near Belfort. 

WESTCOTT, The Eev. Bkooke 
Foss, D.D., Begins Professor of 
Divinity in the University of Cam- 
bridge, was born near Birmingham, 
in Jan., 1825, and was educated at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, of 
which he was successively Scholar 
and FeUow, and where ho took his 
B.A. degree in Jan., 1818, as 23rd 
Wrangler in Mathematical honours, 
was bracketed first (with Dr. Scott 
of Westminster) in the First Class 
of the Classical Tripos, and was 
second Chancellor’s Medallist. His 
university career was more than or- 
dinarily distinguished, as he ob- 
tained the Battie University Schol- 
arship in 1846 j carried off Sir 
William Browne’s medals for the 
Greek Ode in 1846, and again in the 
following yearj and obtained the 
Bachelor’s Prize for Latin Essay in 
1847, and again in 1849. He ob- 
tained the Norrisian Prize in 1850, 
and was ordained deacon and priest 
in the following year by the Bishop 
of Manchester. Ho was elected a 
Fellow of his college in 1849, and 
proceeded M.A. in 1861, B.D. in 
1865, and D.D. in 1870 He held 
an Assistant-Mastership in Harrow 
School from 1852 to 1869, under Dr. 
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Vaughan and Di’ Montague Butler. 
In 1868 he was appointed Examin- 
ing Chaplain to the Bishop of Peter- 
horough, and was promoted to a 
canonry of Peterborough Cathedral 
in 1869j when he left Harrow. He 
was elected Regius Professor of 
Divinity at Cambridge^ Hov. 1^, 
1870, on the retirement of Dr. 
Jeremie. Dr. Westcott was nomi- 
nated honorary chaplain to^ the 
Queen in 1875, and a chaplain in 
ordmaiy in 1879. On Oct. 21, 1882, 
he was elected to a fellowship at 
King's College, Cambridge. Dr. 
Westcott resigned his residentiary 
canonry at Peterborough in May, 
1883 ; he was appointed one of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury's chap- 
lains in the following month, and 
in October of the same year he was 
nominated to the canonry of West- 
minster, vacated by Canon Barry, 
Bishop Designate of Sydney, Aus- 
tral] a He IS one of the Company 
for the Revision of the authorized 
version of the New Testament He 
IS the author of the “ Elements of 
Gospel Harmony," being the Nor- 
risian Essay for 1851 , the "History 
of the Canon of the New Testa- 
ment," 1855 ; the " Characteristics 
of the Gospel Miracles," being ser- 
mons preached before the Univer- 
sity of Cambridge, in 1859 j "An 
Introduction to the Study of the 
Gospels," 1860 , the " Bible and the 
Church," 1864 ; the " Gospel of the 
Resurrection," 18G6 ; the " History 
of the English Bible," 1869 j " The 
Christian Life Manifold and One," 
six sermons preached in Peter- 
borough Cathedral, 1869,* "On the 
Religious Office of the Universities," 
1873 ; and contributions to Smith's 
"Dictionary of the Bible" and 
" The Speaker's Commentaiy." 

WESTWOOD, John Obadiah, 
entomologist, son of the late Mr. 
Westwood, of Sheffield, bom in that 
town in 1805, and educated at Lich- 
field, was appointed, in 1861, to the 
Professorship of Zoology founded at 
Oxford by the munificence of the 
late Rev. Wt Hope. The Royal 


Society has awarded to him one of 
the great gold Royal Medals for his 
scientific works, and in 1860 he was 
elected to fill the place of the illus- 
trious Humboldt, as a Correspond- 
ing Member of the Entomological 
Society at Pans. He has -written 
" Introduction to the Modern Clas- 
sification of Insects," " Entomolo- 
gist's Text Book,” published in 
1838 ; " British Butterflies and 
their Transformations,” in 1841 ; 
"Arcana Entomologica," "British 
Moths and their Transformations," 
and Palseographia Sacra Piotoria,” 
in 1845 , " Cabinet of Oriental En- 
tomology," in 1818; "Illuminated 
Illustrations of the Bible," in 1819, 
and other entomological works. 
Mr. Westwood has contributed to 
archaeological science. 

WHITE, Richard Grant, born 
in New York, May 23, 1822 Ho 
graduated at the University of 
New York in 1839; studied medi- 
cine and law, and was admitted to 
th,e bar in 1815, but soon gave up 
lometice for literature and 30 iirnal- 
ism His " Shakspere's Scholar " 
appeared in 1854; the "Essay on 
the Authorship of the Three Parts 
of King Henry VI.” in 1859; his 
critical edition with essays, <S:c., 
of Shakspere's works, 12 vols., m 
1857-04, "The Life and Genius of 
Shakspere,” 1865. Besides philo- 
logical and critical essays in Bar- 
per’s MagazinCt Putnam’s Magazine, 
the Atlantic Monthly^ the Qalaxy, 
and other periodicals, he has pub- 
lished " Handbook of Christian 
Art," 1853 ; " National Hymns," 
1861 ; an edition, with notes, of 
"The Book Hunter,” 1863 , "Poetry 
of the Cml War," 1866; "Words 
and their Uses,” 1870; "Every- 
Day English,” 1880; "American 
View of the Copyi’ight Question," 
1881 ; " England Without and 
Within,” 1881 ; and, anonymously, 
"The New Gospel of Peace,” a 
humorous political and social satire 
on the events of the Civil War, 
1863 - 66 ; and a sequel to it, 
Clironicles of Gotham.” He is 
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also the author of the Yankee” 
letters in the London Bi^eciator, 
1863-7. For many years he occu- 
pied an important position in the 
New York Custom-house^ which he 
resigned in 1879. 

WHITE-MAEIOj Jessie Meri- 
TON, daughter of Mr. T White^ 
shipbuilder j born at Gosportj Hants, 
May 9, 1832, was educated at Bir- 
mmgham, and afterwards became a 
contributor to Miaa Cook's Journal. 
She was first brought into contact 
with Garibaldi, Mazzini, Orsini, 
and other republican leaders during 
a tour in Italy in 1854, and on her 
return to England edited Orsini^s 
Memoirs and Adventures, lectured 
on Italy, wrote in the Daily News 
some articles, entitled Italy for 
the Italians • ” and shortly after- 
wards was appointed correspondent 
of thatpaperin Genoa. Having been 
thrown into prison upon a charge 
of which she was ultimately ac- 
quitted, she was married, Dec. 19, 
1857, to the late Captain Alberto 
Mario, aide-de-camp to General 
Garibaldi. (He died June 2, 1883.) 
She supported Garibaldi and his 
party, accompanied that general in 
his expeditions against Sicily and 
Eome, and nursed his wounded 
soldiers in the hospital. When 
Garibaldi assumed the command of 
the Army of the Yosges during the 
Franco-Prussian war, she resumed 
her old duties at his head-quarters 
as superintendent of the ambu- 
lances and as a correspondent for 
American and English newspapers. 

WHITEING, Eichard, born in 
London, July 27, 1840. On com- 
pleting the ordinary course of edu- 
cation, he was sent to the School of 
Design, then at Marlborough House, 
and became a pupil of the late Ben- 
jaimn Wyon, Medallist, and Chief 
Engraver of Her Majesty's Seals. 
Having little taste for this calling, 
he made his first essay in hterature 
at the beginning of the year 18G6 
by contributing a series of papers 
to the Nvening Btar^ afterwards re- 
published as the Opinions of Mr. 


Sprout.” Thus introduced to jour- 
nalism, he has ever since main- 
tained his connection with it, by 
contributions to some of the Icad- 

V metropolitan, provincial, and 
American newspapers. He repre- 
sented the New York World at 
Geneva, and the New York Trih^me 
in Spain after the abdication of 
Amadeus ; and he was for some 
time on the editorial stall: of the 
Manchester Guardian. Since 1875 
he has lived in Paris, where he now 
acts as correspondent of two well- 
known 30 urnals of London and New 
York. Mr. Whitcing is author of 
“The Democracy,” a novel (1870), 
and of several other works. 

WHITMAN, Walter, poet, was 
born at West Hills, Long Island, 
New York, May 31, 1819. His edu- 
cation was obtained at the Pulilic 
Schools of Brooklyn and New York 
City, on completing which he first 
learned the printing trade and sub- 
sequently carpentry. After teach- 
ing school, he edited for a brief 
time newspapers in New [Orleans, 
and in Huntington, Long Island, 
making, in the meantime, extended 
pedestrian tours through the United 
States and Canada. During the 
Civil War he volunteered as a 
nurse, and was in the hospitals in 
Yirginia and Washington. From 
1865 to 1874 he held clerkships in 
the United States Government 
offices at Washington Since that 
date he has resided at Camden, 
New Jersey. He is the author of 
“ Leaves of Grass,” 1855 ; ^ ^ Drum- 
Taps,” 1805 ; “ Memoranda during 
the War,” 1867 ; Democratic 
Yistas,” 1870; “ Passage to India,” 
1870; “After All, not to Create 
Only,” 1871 ; “ As a Strong Bird 
on Pinions Free,” 1872 ; “ Two 
Eivulets,” 1873. This last includes 
the previously published “Demo- 
cratic Yistas” and “Passage to 
India.” In 1868 a selection of his 
poems was published in London, 
An enlarged edition of “ Leaves of 
Grass” appeared in Boston in 1881, 
but the place of publication was 
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soon changed to Philadelphia, as 
the Massachusetts authorities ob- 
jected to its sale in that State on 
the ground of immorality. Mr. 
Whitman's most marked peculiarity 
is his deviation from the usui 
poetic forms of rhythm and metre. 

WHITTIEE, John Grbenlbap, 
born at Haverhill, Massachusetts, 
Dec. 17, 1807. Until the age of 
eighteen he worked on a farm and 
occasionally as a shoemaker In 
1825 he entered a school of the 
Society of Briends, of which he is 
a member, and in 1829 went to 
Boston as editor of a newspaper, 
the Amencan Manufacturer, and in 
the following year became editor 
of the New Nnglaoid Weelly Review, 
IDublished at Hartford, Connec- | 
ticut; but in 1832 returned to | 
Haverhill to edit the JSaverliill 
Gaaeitc, and work upon his farm. 
He remained there till 1S3G, being 
twice a representative in the Legis- 
lature of the State. In 1836 he 
became one of the secretaries of 
the American Anti-Slavery Society, 
and soon after removed to Phila- 
delphia, where he edited for four 
years the Pennsylvania Freeman, an 
anti-slavery paper. In 1840 he re- 
turned to Massachusetts, and settled 
at Amesbury, where he has since 
resided, being for some years corre- 
sponding editor of the National Fra, 
published atWashington. Mr. Whit-

WHITWOETH, Sir Joseph, 
Bart., F.E S,, mechanician, born at 
Stockport, in 1803, has resided in 
Manchester since he grew to man- 
hood, and has been engaged in 
mechanical and manufacturing pur- 
suits, being the head of the well- 
known firm of Joseph Whitworth 
& Co. The first occasion upon which 
Mr. Whitworth’s name came pro- 
minently before the iiublic was as 
the inventor of some improved 
planing-machines, and other me- 
chanical appliances for the manu- 
facture of tools, in the Great Ex- 
hibition of 1851. Some years later, 
when the English Government were 
anxiously seeking to perfect their 
military armaments. Sir Joseph 
Whitworth made improvements in 
projectiles, producing, as the result 
of his researches, fire-arms of ex- 
traordinary range and ^reat ac- 
curacy. He has been, and is still, a 
competitor with Sir W. G. Arm- 
strong in his efforts to produce 
ordnance for the national service. 
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that may combine every important 
requisite. lie was created a baronet 
in Oct. 18G0;, in wliicli year be in- 
stituted the "Whitworth Scholar- 
ships/^ consisting of thirty scholar- 
ships of ^100 a year eachj tenable 
for two or three yearSj for the 
encouragement of mechanical and 
engineering science Sir Joseph 
Whitworth IS the author of " Mis- 
cellaneous Papers on Practical 
Subjects ; Guns and Steel/^ 1873. 
The University of Edinbui'gh con- 
ferred on him the honorary degree 
of IiL.I) in 1878 
WHYMPEE, Edward, artist, 
author, and traveller, second son 
of the well-lniowii engraver and 
water-colour painter, was born in 
London, April 27, 1810, and edu- 
cated at Clarendon House School, 
and under private tuition He 
was tramed as a draughtsman on 
wood, but preferring active to 
sedentary employment, commenced 
a series of journeys which even- 
tually changed the course of his 
life. In 1861 he ascended Mont 
Pelvoux (then reputed to be the 
liighest mountain in Prance), and 
discovered from its summit another 
mountain 500 feet higher — the 
Pointe des Ecrins — which is the 
loftiest of the Prencli Alps, and 
was subsequently ascended by Mr 
Whymper in 18G1, Between the 
years 1861-5, in a series of expedi- 
tions remarkable for boldness and 
success, he ascended one peak after 
another.of mountains tiU then re- 
j>uted to be inaccessible. These 
expeditions culmmated in the as- 
cent of the Matterhorn (14,780 feet), 
July 14, 1865, on which occasion 
his companions, the Eev. Charles 
Hudson, Mr. Hadow, and Lord 
Francis Douglas, and one of the 
guides, lost their lives. In 1867 
he travelled in N. W. Greenland 
with the intention of exploring its 
fossiliferous deposits, and, if pos- 
sible, of iienetrating into its in- 
terior. This journey was charac- 
terised by Sir Koderick Murchison 
as "truly tho ne xiilus ultra of 


British geographical adventure on 
tho part of an individual!” No 
account of it ha,s l>een published, 
although upon it Mr. Whymper 
obtained cones of Magnolia, and the 
fruits of other trees, which de- 
monstrated the former existence of 
luxuriant vegetation in these high 
northern latitudes. This fine collec- 
tion of fossil plants was described by 
Professor Heer in the Transactions 
of the Eoyal Society in 1869, and 
the first set was secured for the 
British Museum, whore a selection 
is now exhibited. In 1871 Mr, 
Whymper published an account of 
his Alpine journeys, under the title 
"fScrambles amongst tho Alps in 
the Years 18G0-G0,” London, 1871. 
In recognition of tho value of this 
work, its author received from the 
King of Italy tho decoration of 
Chevalier of tho Order of SS. Mau- 
rice and Lazarus In May, 1872, 
he again left Copenhagen for North 
Greenland, and spent the season 
among the mountains, returning on 
Nov. 9 to Denmark, bringing back 
from this his second exploring jour- 
ney in Greenland, inch collections, 
among them fine specimens of fossil 
wood. In tho years 1870-80, Mr. 
Whymper travelled in tho Eepublic 
of Ecuador, cxiiloring, ascending, 
and measuring the Gi'oat Andos on 
and near the Equator. On this 
journey he made the first ascents of 
Chimborazo (20,517 feet), Sincho- 
lagua, Antisana, Cayamlie and Co- 
tocachi, and several others. Large 
zoological and other collections 
were made, which are now in course 
of description. 

WILBEEPORCE, The Eioht 
Eev. Ernest Eoland, D D., Bishop 
of Newcastle, is the third son of the 
late Eight Eev. Samuel Wilber- 
force, successively Bishop of Oxford 
and of Winchester, by Emily, elder 
daughter and heiress of the late 
Eev John Sargent, of Lavington 
House, near Petworth, Sussex. 
He was born at Brigstone, or Brix- 
ton, in the Isle of Wight, Jan. 22, 
1840 j and educated at Exeter Col- 
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lege, Oxford (B.A. 1864; M.A. 1867; 
Dec. 1882). He was ordained dea- 
con in 1864 by his father, as curate 
of Cuddesdon, Oxfordshire, and was 
admitted into priest's orders by him 
in the following year. In 1866 he 
became curate of Lea, in Lincoln- 
shire, but shortly afterwards was 
appointed rector of Middleton 
Stoney, Oxfordshire. Having held 
this rectory for seven years, he was 
appointed in 1873 vicar of Seaforth, 
near Liverpool. He was for many 
years chaplain to his father, and 
was nominated to a canonry in 
Winchester Cathedral in 1878. He 
held the post of Sub- Almoner to 
Her Majesty from 1871 till 1882, 
when he was appointed first Bishop 
of the newly-created see of New- 
castle-upon-Tyne. 

WILKINSON, The Eight Eev. 
G-eorge Howard, Bishop of Truro, 
was educated at Oriel College, Ox- 
ford (B.A. 1855; M.A. 1859). He 
was curate of Kensington, 1857-59 ; 
perpetual curate of Seaham Har- 
bour, 1859-63 ; and of Auckland, 
Durham, 1863-67. In 1867 he was 
appointed incumbent of St. Peter's, 
Great Windmill Street, London; 
and in 1870 he became vicar of St. 
Peter’s, Eaton Square. He was 
also an honorary canon of Truro 
Cathedral, and examining chaplain 
to the bishop of that diocese. He 
was select preacher at Oxford 
1879-81. In Jan. 1883, he was ap- 
pointed to the see of Truro, which 
had become vacant by the promo- 
tion of Dr. Benson to the arch- 
bishopric of Canterbury; and he 
was consecrated by the new Pri- 
mate, in St. Paul’s Cathedral, on 
April 25. He is the author of 
several works on devotional and 
other religious subjects. 

WILKINSON, James John 
Garth, M.D., eldest son of James 
John Wilkinson, of Durham, a spe- 
cial pleader, and author of several 
well-known law books, born near 
Gray's Inn Lane, London, in 1812, 
was educated at a private school at 
Mill Hill, and Tottendge, Herts. 


He translated Swedenborg's Ani- 
mal Kingdom," 1843-4, and has 
written Swedenborg, a Biogra- 
phy," 1849 ; The Human Body 
and its Connection with Man," 
1851 ; “ The Ministry of Health," 
about 1856; ^"Unlicensed Medi- 
cine," a pamphlet ; ""Improvisations 
from the Spirit," 185-7; ""On the 
Cui’e, Arrest, and Isolation of 
Smallpox, by a new Method ; and 
on the Local Treatment of Erysi- 
pelas, and all Internal Inflamma- 
tions ; with a Postscript on Medical 
Freedom." 1864; and a pamphlet, 
""On Social Health," 1865. 

WILKINSON, The Eight Eev. 
Thomas Edward, D.D., bom about 
1836, was educated at Jesus College, 
Cambridge (B.A. 1859, M.A. 1863), 
and held in succession the curacies 
of Cavendish and Upper EicMng- 
hall, both in the county of Suffolk. 
Being appointed Missionary Bishop 
of Zululand, he was consecrated at 
Whitehall, May 8, 1870. He re- 
signed his bishopric in 1876, and 
was appointed rector of Caerhayes 
in the diocese of Truro in 1878. 
He has translated ""Hymns Ancient 
and Modern" into the Zulu lan- 
guage. 

WILKS, Samuel, M.D., F.E.S., 
born at Camberwell, June 2, 1824, 
was educated at University College, 
London. He was created M.D. of 
the Ldhdon University in 1850 ; 
became a Fellow of the Eoyal Col- 
lege of Surgeons in 1855 ; a Fellow 
of the Eoyal Society ; Physician to 
Guy's Hospital and Lecturer on 
Medicine ; President of the Patho- 
logical Society; and Physician to 
the Duke and Duchess of Con- 
naught. Dr. Wilks is the author 
of "" Lectures on Pathological 
Anatomy," and "" Lectux'es on Dis- 
eases of the Nervous System." He 
was formerly editor of the "" Guy's 
Hospital Eeports." He was mem- 
ber of the Medical Commission on 
the Contagious Diseases Act, 1868 ; 
a member of the Eoyal Commission 
on Contagious Diseases Act, 1871 ; 
was formerly Examiner in Medicine 
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at the Eoyal College of Surgeons 
and at the University of London. 
Dr. Wilks has contrihuted papers 
on Alcoholism and Vivisection to 
the Contemporary Review and the 
Nineteenth Century, He delivered 
the Harveian Oration at the Eoyal 
College of Physicians, June 26, 
1879. 

WILLIAM, Emperor oe Ger- 
many AND King or Prussia, son 
of Frederick William III. and of 
Princess Louise of Mecklenburg- 
Strelitzj and brother to the late 
king of Prussia, born March 22, 
1797, was educated as a soldier, and 
took part in the campaigns of 1813 
and 1815 against France. In 1840 
he was appointed Governor of 
Pomerania, which post he held till 
the revolution of 1848 broke out, 
when he took refuge in England. 
He was elected a member of the 
Constituent Assembly in May, 1848, 
returned to Berlin, and took his 
seat in the Assembly, June 8, 1848 
and was made Commander-in-Chief 
of the Prussian army acting againsi 
the revolutionary forces of Baden, in 
June, 1849. When the mind of hii 
brother gave way, in 1858, the 
Prince was created Eegent, and h( 
immediately dismissed the Kreuz 
or aristocratic party, and adopted 
a liberal policy. His brother, 
Frederick William IV , dying with- 
out issue, Jan. 2, 1861, he succeeded 
under the title of William I., to 
the crown, which he placed upon his 
own head at Konigsberg, Oct. 18 
on which occasion he] emphatically 
asserted the doctrine of the right 
divine of kings ” The course of 
policy he pursued after he became 
king disappointed the hopes that 
were formed regardmg him. Ho 
sooner was he seated on the throne 
than he began a contest with the 
Chamber of Deputies, which gradu- 
ally became more critical, until, 
after Count-Bismarck-Schcenhau- 
sen had been appointed Prime 
Minister, in 1862, the feud threat- 
ened to end in civil war. Fortu- 
nately for liim the aggressive war 


on Demnark waged by Austria and 
Prussia diverted the attention of 
his people from homo alfairs for a 
time 5 and, since the close of that 
war of aggression the kmg has 
proved by his firm attitude his fit- 
ness as a sovereign. Much against 
his inclination, he embarked on a 
still more ambitious scheme, and 
prepared to obtain supremacy in 
Germany by force of arms. For 
many years military iireparations 
had been made, and early in 1866 
the scheme was ripe for execution. 
A treaty of alliance was concluded 
with Italy, an ultimatum wn,s for- 
warded to the smaller States m the 
north of Germany, and an immense 
army was set in motion. War was 
declared against Austria, June 17, 
and, after a short camj)aign, in 
which William I. and the royal 
princes took part, Austria was 
compelled to make a humiliating 
peace. The powerful effects of the 
needle gun created quite a panic in 
the Austrian army, and her generals 
found it would be useless to prolong 
the struggle. In 1867jthe King of 
Prussia became the head of the 
pow'erful North German Confedera- 
tion, comprising 22 states, repre* 
sentmg a population of 29,000,000. 
The part played by Kiny William in 
the Franco-Prussian war of 1870-71 
has been already described in the 
memoir of Prince Bismarck, and 
therefore it will only be necessary 
to state in this place that the result 
was the complete realisation of the 
Prime Mimster’s idea of united 
Germany, and that on Jan. 18, 1871, 
King William of Prussia was pro- 
claimed German Emperor, within 
the Hall of Mirrors, in the palace 
of the French Kings at Ver- 
sailles, in presence of the German 
princes, under the standards of the 
army before Paris, and surrounded 
by representatives of the different 
regiments. The meeting of the 
Emperors of Germany, Eussia, and 
Austria, took place at Berlin in the 
autumn of 1872. In Oot, that year 
the Emperor William gave a deci- 
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Sion adverse to England on the 
San Jnan Boundary question which 
had been submitted to his arbitra- 
tion by the British and American 
governments In ApriL 1873^ he 
visited the Czar at St. Petersburg^ 
and in October of the same year he 
proceeded to Vienna on a visit to 
the Emperor of Austria. The well- 
known correspondence between the 
Emperor William and the Pope 
relative to the persecution of the 
Church in Prussia was published at 
Berlin, Oct. 14, 1873. In May, 
1875, the Czar paid a visit to the 
Emperor of Germany at Berlin 
An attempt was made to assassinate 
the Emperor William, while he was 
drivmg, on the afternoon of May 
11, 1878, in Berlin. The crime was 
committed by a young Socialist 
tinker named Emil Hoedel, who 
came from Leipsic. He fired two 
shots from a revolver, but neither 
of them hit the Emperor, who stood 
up in his carriage and asked whe- 
ther they were aimed at him. The 
man was pursued , he fired two or 
three more shots at the crowd, but 
was captured and handed over to 
the police, to whom he said he had 
no intention of murder, but, being 
unemployed and dissatisfied with 
the social conditions of life, he had 
resolved to commit suicide. Sub- 
sequently the prisoner was tried 
for the offence, found guilty, and 
executed. A second attempt upon 
the life of the Emperor was made 
on June 2, 1878. His Majesty was 
driving in Enter den Linden to the 
Zoological Gardens, when two shots 
were fired at him from the window 
of a house, and he was wounded in 
several places. The Emperor re- 
turned immediately to the Palace, 
and the physicians who removed the 
shot reported that his Majesty was 
out of danger. The would-be as- 
sassin was a Dr. Hobiling, who, after 
attempting to commit suicide, was 
secured by the crowd (who entered 
the house) and removed to the hos- 
pital, where he afterwards died from 
the effects of the wound he had 


inflicted upon Inmsolf. William 1. 
married, June 11, 1829, the Princess 
Augusta, daughter of Chailes- 
Prederick, Grand-Duke of Weimar. 
They have two children — Prince 
Frederick- William, who has been 
already noticed in this work (q.v.); 
and the Princess Louise-Mary,born 
Dec. 3, 1838, married Sept. 20, 1856, 
to Frederick- William, Grand-Duke 
of Baden. 

WILLIAM III. (Alexander 
Paul Frederick Louis), King of 
the Netherlands, Prince of Orange- 
Nassau, Grand Duke of Luxemburg, 
and Duke of Limburgh, bom I’eb. 
19, 1817, the eldest son of the late 
King William II., by the Princess 
Anne Pauhne, sister of the late 
Nicholas I., czar of Eussia, suc- 
ceeded liarch 17, 1849, and devoted 
himself to the development of the 
liberal institutions then recently 
granted to his country. H.E.H. 
rendered effectual aid in lightening 
the burdens of his people by re- 
ducing his civil list one half, and 
abrogated the concordat concluded 
with the Holy See in 1827. His 
colonial administration has been 
successful. During the Eussian 
war of 1854-G, William III. ob- 
served the strictest neutrality. 
He married, in 1839, the Princess 
Sophia Frederica Matilda, daughter 
of William I., king of Wfirtemberg 
(she died June 3, 1877), by whom 
he had issue Prince William Nicho- 
las Alexander Frederick Charles 
Henry, Prince of Orange, born 
Sept. 4, 1853, heir-apparent to the 
throne (who died at Paris, Juno 11, 
1879), and Prince William Alex- 
ander Charles Henry Frederick, 
bom Aug. 25, 1851. King Wilham 
married, secondly, at Arolsen (Wal- 
deck), on Jan. 7, 1879, the Princess 
Enuna Adelaide Wilholmina The- 
resa (born Aug. 2, 1858), daughter 
of Prince George Victor, of Wal- 
deck and Pyrmont. 

WILLIAM (Augustus Louis 
William: Maximilian Frederic), 
Duke of Brunswiok-Wolfenbuttel, 
bom April 25, 180G, is the younger 
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son of the late Duke Frederic Wil- 
liam, who died in 1823, and brother 
of the ex-Luke Charles Frederic 
Augustus William. He assumed 
the reins of government April 25, 
1831, at the request of the Gter- 
manic Diet, upon the compulsory 
flight of his elder brother, the late 
duke of Brunswick, whose name 
afterwards became well known in 
London circles. The present duke, 
according to the ^^Almanach de 
Gotha,’^ is a field-marshal in the 
kingdom of Hanover, and a general 
of cavalry in the Prussian service. 

WILLIAMS, Chablus, was born 
at Coleraine, Ireland, May 4, 1838, 
of a family originally of Worcester- 
shire and Peni'hyn. He was edu- 
cated at Belfast Academy under 
Br. Bryce, and at Greenwich under 
Dr. Goodwin, and was appointed 
leader writer and reviewer in the 
Evening Herald in 1859. He became 
special correspondent of the Stan- 
dard in Oct., 1859, and was senior 
special correspondent of that jour- 
nal till Jan, 1st, 1870, when he ac- 
cepted the editorship of the Evening 
Standard, but he resigned in 1872 
to resume his old post. He retired 
from the Standard in 1874, in con- 
sequence of a change of manage- 
ment. Mr. Williams saw some 
service while young in South and 
Central America, and he accom- 
panied the head quarters of the 
army of the Loire at the beginning 
of the second phase of the Franco- 
German war, and was one of the 
first two correspondents in Stras- 
burg after the fall of that city in 
1870. • The Saiurday Review paid 
him the compliment of saying he 
had ‘■‘'discovered'' the ai'my of ihe 
Loire. He is a journalist rather 
than a litterateur, but has contri- 
buted many papers to Temple Bar, 
the G-entleman’s Magaaine, and tales 
to several annuals. In 1877 he 
went to Armenia as correspondent 
on the staff of Ghazi Moukhtar 
Pacha, and published an account of 
his experiences in a work entitled 
The Armenian Campaign : a Diary ] 


of the Campaign of 1877 in Armenia 
and Kurdistan," Lond., 1878. He 
served afterwards in the ranks of 
special correspondents at the de- 
fence, by Moukhtar Pacha, of the 
lines of Constantinople, and was 
with the head quarters of General 
Skobeleff at the moment when the 
Treaty of San Stefano was signed. 
He subsequently went through the 
task of recording the phases of the 
Berlin Congress, and in Nov., 1878, 
proceeded to Afghanistan, where 
he visited Candahar, and wrote 
some ''Notes on Frontier Transport 
in India." Among his other works 
are a short treatise on j" England’s 
Defences," and some reprints on 
ecclesiastical questions. He re- 
cently became the managing editor 
of the Evening Ncios, a half- 
penny Conservative journal, and 
was elected as the first chairman of 
the committee of the London " Press 
Club." 

WILLIAMS, The Kigiit Kev. 
Jambs Wileiam, D.D,, Bishop of 
Quebec, son of the late Mr. Wil- 
liams, of Overton, born in Hamp- 
shire, in 1825, was educated at 
Crewkerne school and at Pembroke 
College, Oxford, where ho graduated 
B.A., taking classical honours in 
1851, and proceeded M.A. and D.D. 
Having been ordained, he held 
curacies in Bucks and Somerset, 
and went to Canada in 1857, to 
organize a school in connection 
with Bishop's College, Lonnoxville, 
in which he held the post of Clas- 
sical Professor. Xu 1863 ho was 
consecrated fourth bishop of this 
sec. 

WILLIAMS, Monier, M.A., 
D.C.L., LL.D,, Sanscrit scholar and 
Indologist, son of the lato Col. 
Monier Williams, Surveyor-Gen. of 
the Bombay Presidency, bom at 
Bombay in 1819, was educated at 
private schools and at King's Col- 
lege, London, and entered at Bal- 
Hol College, Oxford, in 1838. He 
soon after obtained an Indian 
writerehip, and proceeded as a stu- 
dent to the E. I. College, Hailey-

bury-j where he gained the first 
prizes in all the Oriental subjects. 
For domestic reasons he resigned 
his Indian appointment and re- 
turned to Oxford, became a member 
of University College, was elected 
to the Boden scholarship in 1843, 
graduated B.A. in 1844, and was 
awarded an honorary place in the 
class list both in classics and mathe- 
matics. He was Professor of San- 
scrit at Haileybury from 1844 till 
the abolition of that institution, in 
1858 j removed to Cheltenham, and 
superintended the Oriental studies 
at the College for two years. In 
Dec., 1860, after a long contest, he 
was elected Boden Sanscrit Profes- 
sor at Oxford. The following is a 
hst of his works: ^^A Practical 
Grammar of the Sanscrit Lan- 
guage, arranged with reference to 
the Classical Languages of Europe, 
for the use of Enghsh Students," 
published in 1846 ; of which a 
fourth edition was published by 
the Delegates of the Oxford Uni- 
versity Ihess in 1877 j an edition of 
the Sanscrit drama ' Wikramorvasi," 
in 1849 j ‘^An English and Sanscrit 
Dictionary," published by the E. I. 
Company in 1851; an edition of 
the te:A of the Sanscrit drama 

S^akuntaU," with notes and literal 
translations, in 1853, of which a 
second edition was published by 
the University of Oxford in 1876 ; 
a free translation in English prose 
and verse of the Sanscrit drama 
'' S'akuntala," in 1855, reprinted in 
1856; ^^Eudiments of Hondfistani, 
with an Explanation of the Persi- 
Arabic alphabet, for the use of 
Cheltenham College," in 1858 ; 
'^Original Papers Illustrating the 
History of the Application of the. 
Boman Alphabet to the Languages 
of India," intrusted to him for pub- 
lication by Sir Charles E . Trevelyan, 
Governor of Madras ; a Eomanized 
edition of the Hindustani work, 
'' B4gh o Bahar," with notes, &c. ; 

Hindiistdnf Primer," and "An 
Easy Introduction to the Study of 
Hindtist^nf," in 1869; "Story of 


Nala, a Sanscrit Poem, with vocabu'- 
lary, and an improved version of 
Dean Milman's translation," pub- 
lished by the Oxford University 
Press , and “ Indian Epic Poetry : 
Substance of Lectures," in 1863 ; 
and " A Sanscrit and English Dic- 
tionary," published by the Univei- 
sity of Oxford in 1872 , a work 
called "Indian Wisdom, or Ex- 
amples of the Beligious, Philoso- 
phical, and Ethical Doctrines of the 
Hindus," third edition, 1876 ; "Hin- 
duism," one of the non-Christian 
religious systems, published by the 
Society for Promoting Christian 
Knowledge in 1877, which has gone 
through several editions : "Modern 
India and the Indians," 1878, which 
has gone through thuee editions 5 
and a series of articles on India m 
the Times and other periodicals, 
which are now being reprinted. 
He has more recently published 
"Eeligious Thought and Life in 
India," part i , 1883 ; and is now 
engaged in the preparation of the 
second edition of his Sanscrit 
English Dictionary. In 1875 ho 
made the first of his two journeys 
to India for securing the co- 
operation of the educated natives 
in the establishment of an Indian 
Institute, and a School of Indian 
Studies at Oxford, and for tlie 
prosecution of his researches into 
the present condition of the reli- 
gious sects of India. During his 
absence the University of Oxford 
conferred on him an honorary der- 
gree of D.C.L.,and he also received 
an honorary LL.D. degree from the 
University of Calcutta at the same 
time as the Prince of Wales. In 
1876 he visited India a second time, 
and returned in 1877, after having 
traversed the whole Peninsula, and 
received cordial promises of sup- 
port from all the most influential 
members of the Indian community 
In 1880 he was made a Companion 
of the Order of the Indian Empire, 
and in 1882 an Honorary Member 
of the American Oriental Society. 
He is also a member of most of the 
4 B 
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Oriental Societies of Europe and of 
India. The Secretary of State for 
India ai^pomted Professor Moiiier 
Williams honorary delegate to re- 
present the Government of India 
at the fifth International Congress 
of Orientalists held at Berlin in 
Sept., 1881. 

WILLIAMS, Penry, painter, a 
native of Merthyr-Tydvil, Glamoi- 
ganshire, horn at the commence- 
ment of the century, first exhibited 
at ilie Eoyal Academy m 1821, and 
went, in 1827, to Eome, where he 
has since resided. He sends, almost 
annually, for exhibition in this 
country, pictures of Italian life and 
scenery, delicately painted, full of 
life and expression, showing how 
much his style has been influenced 
by his long residence in Italy. His 
principal works are: "Procession 
to the Christening, a Scene at 
TAnccia;^^ "The Pesta of the Ma- 
donna deE’ Areo " The Fountain, 
a Scene at Mola di Gaeta;” "The 
Campagna of Eome , "II Veto, or 
the Convalescent,” and " Perry on 
the Eiver Nimfer.” 

WILLIAMS, Samuel Wells, 
LL.D , bom at Utica, Hew York, 
Sept. 22, 1812. He was educated 
at the Eensselaer Institute, Troy, 
learned prmting, and in 1833 pro- 
ceeded to China as a printer for the 
Missionary Board at Canton, and 
aided in editing The Chinese KeposL 
tory. In 1841 he published "Easy 
Lessons in Chinese;” in 184*3, an 
"English and Chinese "Vocabu- 
lary;” in 1844, a "Chinese Com- 
mercial Guide.” He returned to 
the United States in 1813, and 
published " The Middle Kingdom ” 
1848. Eeturning to China, he 
became editor of The Chinese Ee- 
positonj i in 1863-4 he was inter- 
preter to Commodore Perry's Japan 
Expedition ; and in 1855 was secre- 
tary and interpreter to the U.S. 
legation. In 1856 he published 
"Ying Wa piu Wau, Ti ut Pu: a 
Tonic Dictionary of the Chinese 
Language in the Canton Dialect ; ” 
and in 1874 a " Syllabic Dictionary 


of the Cbinost* L.iiiguage.” His 
later books are a pamphlet on 
"Chinese Immigration,” 1870, and 
"False Gods, or the Idol Worship 
of the World,” 1881, prepared 
jointly by P. S Dobbins and Dr. 
Williams. In 1858 he assisted Mi . 
W. B. Eoed, the American Envoy, 
in the negotiations at Tientsin, and 
in 1859 wont with Mr. Ward to 
Peking to exchange the ratifica- 
tions. In 1800 lie returned to the 
United States, and spent nearly 
two years there ; then went to 
China as Secretary of Legation, 
and rendered great service in the 
negotiations between the Western 
Powers and China. Since 1875 he 
has been connected with Yale Col- 
lege, and since 1881 has been Pre- 
sident of the Hew York Bible 
Society. 

WILLIAMS, The Hon. Sir 
Watkin, is the eldest son of the 
late Eev. Peter Williams, rector of 
Llansannan, Denbighshire, by Lydia 
Sophia, daughter of the Eev. James 
Price, of Plas-yn-Llysfaen, in that 
county, and was born in 1828. He 
was educated at the Grammar Schoo 
at Euthin, at St. Mary Hall, Oxford, 
and at the London University. Por 
many years he studied medicine, 
but abandoning that iirofession, ho 
was called to the bar at the Inner 
Temple in 1854, when he joined the 
Home (now the South-Eastern) 
Circuit. In 1859 he was appointed 
to the office of "Tubman” in the 
Court of Exchequer. He " received 
silk” in 1873. Sir Watkin Wil- 
liams, who is a magistrate for the 
county of Denbigh, was M.P. for 
Denbigh in the Liberal interest 
from 1868 down to the general 
election of April, 1880, when he 
was chosen member for Carnarvon- 
shire. In Hov., 1880, he was ap- 
pointed a judge of the Supreme 
Court of Judicature, as a Justice of 
the Queen's Bench, and shortly 
afterwards received the customary 
honour of knighthood . He has been 
twice married— first, in 1856, to 
Henrietta, daughter of Mr. Wil- 
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liam Hem’y Cary ; and secondly^ in 
1S65, to Elizabeth, daughter of the 
late Sir Robert Lush, Justice of the 
Court of Appeal. 

WILLIAMSON, Alexander 
William, Ph.D , F.E.S., LL D. 
Dublin and Edinbui’gh, born May 
1, 1824, was educated chiefly in his 
father's house, by masters in Lon- 
don, Pans, and Dijon, and for a 
very short time at Kensington 
Grammar-school, and at foreign 
schools. From the age of seven- 
teen he studied in the Universities 
of Heidelberg and Giessen, under 
Gmelin and Liebig. At Giessen he 
published his first chemical re- 
searches. He afterwards spent 
three years in Paris studying the 
higher mathematics. Wliile in Paris 
he was in frequent intercourse with 
several of the leading French che- 
mists. In 181-9 he was appointed 
Professor of Practical Chemistry in 
University College, London; and, 
in 1853, on the retirement of Pro- 
fessor Graham from the chair of 
Chemistry in the same college, in 
consequence of his appointment as 
Master of the Mint, Dr. Williamson 
was chosen to succeed him in that 
office, while still retaining the chair 
of Practical Chemistry. He still 
retains both chairs. Soon after his 
first appointment at University Col- 
lege, Professor Williamson pub- 
lished his researches on " Etherifi- 
cation and the Constitution of 
Salts." The result of these re- 
searches had a considerable influ- 
ence on the theories of chemical 
action, and have been since adopted 
by the chief English and foreign 
chemists . For these important and 
successful labours the Royal Medal 
of the Royal Society was awarded 
to the eminent investigator in 1862. 
He has twice been President of the 
Chemical Society. In 1873 he was 
elected President of the British 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science, the annual meeting being 
held at Bradford. The same year 
he was elected Foreign Secretary of I 
the Royal Society, a Corresponding ] 


Member of the French Academy, 
and a Fellow of the Berlin Chemi- 
cal Society. In 1874 he was elected 
Treasurer of the British Associa- 
tion, on the retirement of Mr. Spot- 
tiswoode. In Nov., 1875, the Royal 
Academy of Science at Berlin elected 
him a corresponding member of the 
Section of Physics and Mathema- 
tics. He was appointed member of 
the Senate of the University of 
London, on a vacancy being caused 
by the death of Dr. Neil Arnott. 
In April, 1876, he was appointed 
Chief Gas Examiner to the City of 
London, in the place of the late Dr. 
Letheby. The University of Dublin 
conferred on him the honorary 
degree of LL.D. in 1878. The Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh conferred on 
him the degree of LL D. since. Pro- 
fessor Williamson took an active part 
in promoting the establishment of 
degrees of science at the University 
of London ; and for some years held, 
conjointly with the late Professor 
Wm. Allen Miller, the office of 
Examiner in Chemistry. He has 
written "Chemistry for Students" 
(Clarendon Press senes) ; various 
pajDers on " Etherification ; " " The 
Development of Difference the Basis 
of Umty," being the inaugural lec- 
ture to the Faculty of Arts at Uni- 
versity College on his appointment 
there in 1849 ; " On the Atomic 
Theory ; " " The Composition of the 
Gases evolved by the Bath Spring 
called King's Bath" (see British 
Association Proceedings, 1865) ; a 
paper "On a New Method of Gas 
Analysis," jointly with W. J. Rus- 
sell^ Ph.D. ; " On the Unit Yolume 
of Gases;” "On the Classification 
of the Elements in relation to their * 
Atomicities," a Friday evening lec- 
ture given at the Royal Institution, 
April 29, 1864 ; " Experimental 
Science the Basis of General Edu- 
cation," a lecture given at Univer- 
sity College; "A Plea for Pure 
Science,” being the inaugural loo- 
turo at the opening of the Faculty 
of Science ; "Address to the British 
Association," at Bradford, 1873.

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Ho married in 1855 tlie third 
daughter of Professor T. Hewitt 
Key, F.E.S., of TJmversity College. 

WILLIS, The Eight Eev. 
Alpbed, D.I)., of St. John's Col- 
lege, Oxford, and formerly Vicar of 
St. Mark's Church, New Brompton, 
Chatham, was appointed Missionary 
Bishoji of Honolulu in Dec. 1871, 
in succession to Dr. Staley. He was 
consecrated in Feh. 1872. 

WILLS, William Q-orman, horn 
in 1828, in co. Kilkenny, Ireland, 
kept all his terms at Trinity Col- 
lege, Dublin, but did not graduate. 
He studied at an early age at the 
Eoyal Irish Academy as an art stu- 
dent, and had some success, chiefly 
as a portrait painter, in Dublin and 
London. Mr. Wills has written 
several dramas : “ The Man o' 

Airlie," produced at the Prmcess's 
Theatre in 1866 j "^Hinko," pro- 
duced at the Queen's Theatre, Sept. 
9, 1871 ; Charles the Fii’st," an 
historical drama, which was pro- 
duced at the Lyceum, Sept. 28, 1872, 
ran for 200 nights independently 
of revivals, and established the 
reputation of Mr Henry Irving 
as a tragedian; Eugene Aram,” 
brought out with great success at 
the same theatre, April 19, 1873, 
and “ Mary Queen o' Scots or, the 
Cathoho Queen and the Protestant 
Eef ormer,” an historical play in five 
acts, brought out at the Princess's 
Eeb. 23, 1874. In the printed 
copies the last-mentioned play is 
entitled Marie Stuart.” His his- 
torical di*ama of "Buckingham” 
was brought out at the Olympic 
Nov. 29, 1875. About this period 
, Mr. WiHs resumed the practice of 
his other art, portrait-painting, 
having had a continual fiow of 
sitters, and among them the Prin- 
cess Louise and the infant Princess 
Victoria. Among Mr. Wills's more 
recent contributions to dramatic 
hterature is, “Jane Shore,” an his- 
torical di*ama, produced in Oct. 
1876, at the Princess's Theatre, 
where it ran for five consecutive 
months. It was then played in the 


provineCvS till Doc. 1877, when it 
was again roprodnoed at the Prm- 
cess's with oven greater snccoss 
than on its first production. " Eng- 
land in the Days of Charles II.” 
was produced at Drury Lane in 
Sept. 1877. It was followed by 
Olivia,” a play in four acts, 
founded on a loading incident in 
the "Vicar of Wakefield,” and 
brought out at the Court Theatre 
March 30, 1878 , " Nell Gwynne,” 
a play in four acts, iierformed at 
the feiyalty Theatre, 1878 , and 
"Vanderdecken” (Lyceum, June 8, 
1878), a poetical drama written by 
Mr. Wilis, in conjunction with 
Mr Percy Eitzgerald, and based on 
the legend of the Flying Dutchman. 
His play "William and Susan,” 
founded on Douglas Jerrold's nau- 
tical drama "Black-eyed Susan,” 
was played at the St. James's 
Theatre Oct. 9, 1880 ; and Sedge- 
moor,” a play in four acts, by Mr, 
W. G Wills and. Mr. Freeman 
C. Wills, was produced at Sad- 
ler's W eUs, in Aug . 1881 . Mr . W ills 
has also written several novels, the 
best known being “ The Wife's Evi- 
dence” and "Notice to Quit," both 
of which have been reiiublished in 
America. 

WILSON, Sib Charles Eiyers, 
K.C.M.G., C.B , was born in London, 
Feb. 19, 1831, and educated at Eton 
and Balliol College, Oxford. Ho was 
appointed Clerk in the Treasury in 
Feb. 1856 ; was Private Secretary 
consecutively to Mr. James Wilson 
and Mr. George Alexander Hamil- 
ton, Secretaries of the Treasury; 
Acting Private Secretary to Mr. 
Disraeli, when Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, from Aug. 1867 to 
Feb. 1868; Private Secretary to 
Mr. Lowe, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, from Dec. 1868, to April, 
1873 ; and was appointed Comp- 
troller-General of the National Debt 
Office in April, 1878. Mr. Wilson 
represented (with the late Professor 
Graham) Her Majesty's Government 
at the International Coinage Com- 
mission in 1867j and acted as 
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Secretary* to the Eoyal Cominission 1 
appointed to examine the question 
of an International Coinage in 
1868 On the return of Mr. Cave 
to England from his Financial 
Mission to Egypt, Mr. Eivers Wil- 
son, at the request of the Khedive, 
went to Egypt in March, 1876, 
with the view of his acceptance of 
a financial post in that country; 
but after the issue of the decree of 
May 7, 1876, by which an arbitrary 
readjustment of the Public Debt of 
Egypt was proposed, he returned to 
England, and resumed his post at 
the National Debt Office. On July 
29, 1876, he was appointed one of 
the British G-overnment Adminis- 
trators of the Suez Canal Company ; 
on Jan. 22, 1877, he was appointed 
a Eoyal Commissioner for the Paris 
Exhibition of 1878, on March 30, 
1878, he was appointed Vice-Presi- 
dent, and m the absence of M. de 
Lesseps acted as President, of an 
International Commission of In- 
quiry, instituted by the Khedive, 
at the instigation of the foreign 
governments, to examine the re- 
sources of Egypt, and propose mea- 
sures for remedying the financial 
disorder in that country. The Ee- 
liort of the Commission, Aug. 19, 
1878, traced the whole of the mis- 
chief to the system of personal 
administration by the Viceroy, and 
proposed that His Highness should 
surrender his estates and those of 
his family to make good the deficit 
in the revenue, and pay the large 
floating debt of the country. The 
immediate consequence of the pre- 
sentation of their Eeport was an 
acceptation by the Khedive of all 
its conclusions, and a formal an- 
nouncement to Mr. Eivers Wilson of 
the determination of His Higlmess 
to abandon his actual system of 
government for one more in con- 
formity with European experience, 
and to govern in future by means 
of a responsible ministry. The 
formation of the new cabinet was 
entrusted to Nubar Pasha, who 
offered to Mr. Eivers Wilson the 


post of Finance Minister. With the 
consent of Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment, Mr Eivers Wilson accepted 
this position (Sept. 1878) until Jan. 
1, 1881, when he would have been 
at liberty to return to his office of 
Comptroller-General of the National 
Debt Office- In April, 1879, how- 
ever, the Khedive struck the blow 
he had long been meditating. He 
dismissed Mr. Eivers Wilson and 
M. de Bligni^res; and soon after- 
wards Mr. Eivers Wilson was re- 
called by the English Government 
in order to resume his duties at 
the National Debt Office. He was 
created a K C.M G. in Jan, 1880. 
On April 5 in that year the new 
Khedive, Tewfik Pasha, signed a 
decree appointing Sir Eivers Wilson 
President of the International Com- 
mission of Liquidation. In Oct. 
1880 he received the royal licence 
and authority to accept and wear 
the insignia of the First Class of 
the Turkish Order of the Med- 
jidieh. In July, 1883, Sir Eivers 
Wilson went to Pans to submit to 
M. de Lesseps the opinion of the 
British Government on the pros- 
pects of a discussion in the House 
of Commons respecting the Suez 
Canal Convention. 

WILSON, Daniel, LL.D., 
F.E.S.E., President of University 
CoUege, Toronto, Canada, was born 
at Edinburgh, in 1816, and is an 
elder brother of Professor George 
Wilson, the eminent chemist. He 
was educated at the University 'of 
Edinburgh. In 184<7 he published 
"Memorials of Edinburgh in the 
Olden Time,” 2 vols., 4to, illus- 
trated from his own drawings. In 
1848 he published "Oliver Crom- 
well and the Protectorate.'’ In 
1851 appeared his great work, 
"The Archaeology and Prehistoric 
Annals of Scotland," with about 
200 illustrations drawn by himself. 
This work, thoroughly revised and 
^eatly enlarged by him, was pub- 
lished in 2 vols., 8 VO, in 1863. In 
1863 he issued his "Prehistoric 
Man- Eesearches into the Origin 
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of Civilization m tlie Old and tlie ' 
New World,” 2 vols., and in 1865 
an enlarged edition of the same 
work. His latest works are “ Chat- 
terton • a Biographical Study,” 
1869; Caliban, or, the Missing 
Link,” 1873 ; Spring Wild 
Flowers,” 1873 ; a reprint, with 
additions, of an earlier volume of 
poems bearing the same title ; and 
"Eeminiscencesof Old Edinburgh,” 
1873. He had been Secretary to 
the Society of Antiquaries in Scot- 
land, and a Fellow of that Society, 
when in 1853 he was appointed 
Professor of History and English 
Literature in the University of 
Toronto, and in 1881 succeeded 
Dr. McCaul in the Presidency of 
the College. The growth and pros- 
perity of the University is largely 
due to his efforts. He was for four 
years editor of the Journal of the 
Canadian Institute, and in 1859 
and 1860 was President of the 
Institute. In 1882, he was named 
by His Excellency the Marquis of 
Lome a Vice-President of the 
Literature Section of the Eoyal 
Society of Canada. 

WILSON, Sir Erasmus, LL.D., 
F.E.S., knight, born in 1809, be- 
came a Member of the Eoyal Col- 
lege of Surgeons in 1831, Fellow 
by- election in 18‘13 ; Member of 
Council in 1870 ; President in 1881 
He founded the Chair of Dermato- 
logy and Museum of Dermatology 
in the College of Surgeons in 1869, 
and was elected the first Professor. 
He also founded the Chair of 
Pathology in the University of 
Aberdeen in 1881 ; erected the 
chapel and "new wing” of the 
Sea-bathing Infirmary at Margate 
in 1880 , built the " Master’s 
House ” at the Epsom Medical Col- 
lege in 1872 ; and restored the 
church of Swanscombe in Kent in 
1873. In Nov , 1881, Her Majesty 
conferred upon him the honour of 
knighthood, in consideration of his 
munificent gifts for the suppoii) of 
hospitals and the encouragement of 
medical study. Sir Erasmus Wil- 


son, who is eminent for his know- 
ledge of diseases of the skin, began 
his professional life as an anato- 
mist , and has written " The Dis- 
sector’s Manual;” "The Anato- 
mist’s Vade-Mecum , ” and edited 
Anatomical Plates in four volumes 
folio ; " Diseases of the Skin ; ” 

The Student’s Book of Diseases 
of the Skin , ” " Portraits of Dis- 
eases of the Skin,” folio, plates; 
" Lectui’es on Dermatology , ” " De- 
scriptive Catalogue of the Derma- 
tological Specimens contained in 
the Museum of the Eoyal College 
of Surgeons ; ” " On Eczema and 
Eczematous Eruptions ; ” " On 

Syphihs and Syphilitic Eruptions ; ” 
" On Eingworm ; ” " Inquiry into 
the Frequency, Duration, and Cause 
of Diseases of the Skin , ” " On 
Healthy Skin, a Popular Ih-eatise 
on its Management ; ” " Eeport on 
Leprosy,” the article on " Skin and 
its Diseases,” in Cooper’s " Surgical 
Dictionary,” and Quain’s " Dic- 
tionary of Medicine ; ” " Lectures 
on the Diseases of the Skin ” in the 
Medical Times and Oaaeltc, British 
Medical Joumalt and Lancet ; Es- 
says and Papers on Dermatological 
and other subjects in the Philoso- 
phical, Medico-Chirurgiral, and Vc- 
terinamj Transactions, British and 
Foreign Medico-Chinirgical Review, 
and other j'ournals. Sir Erasmus 
Wilson is the founder and editor of 
a quarterly journal of cutaneous 
medicine. In addition to the above 
works ho has published " Food, as 
a Means of Prevention of Disease ; ” 
" The Eastern, or Turkish Bath ; ” 
"A Three Weeks’ Scamper through 
the Spas of G ermany and Belgium ; ” 
" History of the Middlesex Hospi- 
tal;” an edition of "Huf eland’s 
Art of Prolonging Life ; ” articles 
in Todd's Cyclopoedia; "Cleopatra’s 
Needle, with brief notes on Egypt 
and Egyptian Obelisks,” 1878 , and 
" The Egypt of the Past,” 1881. 

WILSON, The Ekv. Henry 
Bristow, B.D., son of the late Eev. 
H. B. Wilson, D.D,, many years 
Eector of St. Mary Aldermary, in 
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the City of London^ horn lu 1S03^ 
Tvas educated at Merchant Taylors' 
Schoolj and at St. John's College, 
Oxford, of which he became a 
Fellow and Tutor. He graduated 
B.A. in high classical honours in 
1855, and was one of the four resi- 
dent Tutors, who, in 1841, issued a 
joint protest and remonstrance to 
the editor of Tracts for the 
Times," on account of their ten- 
dency to admit Roman doctrine m 
the interpretation of the Thirty- 
nine Articles. The Rev- H. B 
Wilson was appointed successively 
hy the University a Select Preacher, 
Public Examiner, Professor of 
Anglo-Saxon, and Hampton Lee-* 
turer in 1851. He was preferred 
by his college, in 1850, to the Vicar- 
age of Great Staughton, Hants, 
where he has since resided. He 
has wi'itten several sermons and 
pamphlets on Church and Uni- 
versity questions, an essay on 
“ Schemes of Christian Comprehen- 
sion," in the Oxford Essays," 
published in 1857, and the ^"Ra- 
tional Chiu’ch," 111 “Essays and 
l^eviews " In 1802 he was sen- 
tenced by the Judge of the Court 
of Arches to be suspended for one 
year from his benefice, on account 
of certain alleged errors contained 
in his contribution to the last- 
named publication. This sentence 
was reversed on appeal to the Privy 
Council. Mr Wilson published 
the argument delivered by him as 
""A Speech before the Judicial 
Committee of Her Majesty's Privy 
Council in Wilson r. Pendall," 
1863. 

WILSOR, The RiohtEev Wil- 
liam Scott, D.D., was consecrated 
Bishop of Glasgow and Galloway 
in 1859. 

WILTON, Miss Maeie Efpie. 
(8'ee Banceopt, Mes.) 

WINDHORST, Lunwm, the 
Parliamentary leader of the Catho- 
lic party in Prussia, was born Jan. 
17, 1812. He attended the "" Caro- 
Inium" in Osnabruck, and con- 
tinued his studies at Gottingen and 


Heidelberg. He became an advo- 
cate, and then syndic and presiding 
member of the Consistory at Osna- 
bruck j afterwards, "" Ober-Appella- 
tionsrath " in Kalbe ; from 1863 to 
1865 he was Mmister of Justice 
at Hanover; and finally, he was 
nominated Chief Syndic of the 
Crown in Kalbe. From 181-9 to 
1866, he was a member of the As- 
sembly of the Estates of the Realm, 
and in 1851 President of the Second 
Chamber of the same He became 
a member of the Constituent and 
the regular Reichstag; and since 
1867 he has been a member of the 
Prussian House of Deputies. 

WINMARLEIGH (Lobe), The 
Right Hon. John Wilson-Patten, 
is the eldest son of the late Thomas 
Wilson-Patten, Esq., of Bank Hall, 
M P., who assumed the additional 
surname of Wilson on succeeding 
to the estates of Dr. Wilson, Bishop 
of Sodor and Man. Ho was born 
in 1802, and received his education 
at Eton, together with the late 
Earls of ^Derby and Carlisle, Lord 
Halifax, *thc Right Hon. vSpencer 
Walpole, and others who have taken 
a prominent part in public affairs. 
Prom Eton he proceeded to Mag- 
dalen College, Oxford, and on 
leaving the University he spent 
three years on the Continent, visit- 
ing most of the countries of Europe. 
In 1830 he was elected without op- 
position one of the Knights of the 
Shire in the Conservative interest, 
for the whole county of Lancaster, 
as the colleague of Lord Stanley, 
afterwards fourteenth Earl of 
Derby. He voted for the second 
reading of the Reform Bill in 1831, 
but not having been able to pledge 
himself to all its details he retired 
at the general election of that year. 
However, lie was re-elected in 1832 
for the Northern Division of the 
county (comprising the present 
Northern and Noi’th-Eastern Di- 
visions) as the colleague of the late 
Earl of Derby (the fourteenth Earl). 
He continued to be one of the re- 
presentatives of tlie old Northern 
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Division o£ LancasHre witliout op- | 
position tin 1868 ; on the county 
being again sub-divided he was 
elected for the present Northern 
Division and remained one of its 
representatives till 1874, when he 
was called to the House of Peers. 
Thus for forty-two years Colonel 
Wilson-Patten represented Noi*th 
Lancashire in the House of Com- 
mons, where he acquired great 
popularity and a high reputation 
for skill in debate. While in the 
Lower House he filled the oifices of 
Chairman of Committees of the 
whole House, from Nov., 1852, till 
April, 1853 , Chancellor of the 
Duchy of Lancaster from June, 
1867, to Sept , 1868 ; and Chief 
Secretary for Ireland from the last 
date to December following. The 
services rendered by him to the 
Conservative party were rewarded 
by his elevation to the peerage in 
March, 1874, when, on the recom- 
mendation of Mr. Disraeli, he was 
created Baron Winmarleigh. From 
1842 to 1872 he was Colonel of the 
3rd Boyal Lancashire Militia, and 
he continues to be its honorary 
Colonel. He accompanied the regi- 
ment to G-ibraltar at the time of 
the Crimean War, and on his return 
to England he was appointed * one 
of^ Her Majestjr’s Aides-de-Camp. 
His Lordship has acted as Vice- 
Lieutenant of Lancashire in the 
absence of the Lord Lieutenant, 
and he has taken an active interest 
in most of the agricultural, com- 
mercial, and manufacturing ques- 
tions which have been brought for- 
ward in the present half century. 

W OLFF, Sib Henbt Drummond, 
K C.B., Q-.C.M.Q- , M.P., is the 
eldest son of that eminent mis- 
sionary and traveller the late Bev. 
Dr. Joseph Wolff, vicar of Isle- 
Brewers, Somersetshire, by Lady 
Georgiana Mary Walpole, daughter 
of Horatio, second Earl of Orford, 
of the present creation. He was 
born at Malta, Oct. 12, 1830, and 
was educated at Rugby xmder Dr. 
Tait, and on the Contmentj he 


entered the Foreign Office in 1846, 
and was made a permanent clerk 
in 1849. He was an Attache at 
Florence in 1852-53, during part of 
which time he was Acting Charge 
d^Affa%7'es. In July, 185G, he was 
attached to the late Earl of West- 
moreland’s special mission to Bel- 
gium. . In 1858 he was appointed 
Assistant Private Secretary to the 
Earl of Malmesbury, and afterwards 
to Sir Edward Bulwer Lytton, and 
the following year was promoted to 
an assistant clerkship in the Fo- 
reign Office. In the same year he 
was appointed a Companion of the 
Order of St. Michael and St. George, 
and also Secretary to the Lord 
High Commissioner of the Ionian 
Islands In that and the two fol- 
lowing years he sat as a member of 
several commissions of inquiry into 
the civil administration, taxation, 
and education of the Ionian Is- 
lands and their inhabitants, and 
in 1862 was a commissioner to re- 
present the interests of those is- 
lands at the Great Exhibition of 
that year. He was nominated a 
K.C.M.G. m 1862, and retired 
on a pension in June, 18G4, on the 
cessation of the British Protec- 
orate over the Ionian Islands. In 
1874 he was elected M.P. for Christ- 
church in the Conservative interest. 
He was a member of the Royal 
Commission on Copyright. In 1878 
he was appointed Her Majesty’s 
Commissioner in Eastern Roumelia 
to represent Great Britain in the 
preparation of an autonomous con- 
stitution for that province. This 
was carried out in 1879, and is now 
workingsuccessfuUy. For this service 
he was appomted a K.C.B., having 
previously been in succession 
C.MG., K.CM.G, and G.C.M.G, 
At the election of 1880 he was 
elected M P. for Portsmouth. He 
IS J.P. for Hampshire and Middle- 
sex, and a Fellow of the Royal 
Geographical Society and the Royal 
Colonial Institute ; is the author of 
a work on “The Residence of the 
First Napoleon at Elba,” of a trans- 
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lation of a work by M. de Lesseps, 
on ^^The Suez Canal/^ and of tbe 

Letters of Memnon/^ on tbe same 
subject, of ^^Tbe Mother Country 
and the Colonies/^ and other pamph- 
lets and articles. He married the 
only daughter of the late Mr. Sholto 
Douglas. 

WOLSELET (Lord), General 
Sir Garnet Joseph, G.C B., 
G.C M.G., son of Major G. J. Wolse- 
ley, of the 25th Eegimeut of Foot, 
was bom at Golden Bridge House, 
near Dublin, June 4, 1833, and was 
educated at a private school and 
under tutors He entered the army 
as Ensign in March, 1852 j became 
a Captain in Jan., 1855 ; Major of 
the 90th Foot in March, 1858; 
Lieut.-Col. in the army in April, 
1859 , and Colonel in June, 1865 
He served with the 80th Foot in 
the Burmese War of 1852-53, for 
which he received a medal. iViter- 
wards he achieved distinction in 
the Crimea, where he served with 
the 90th Light Infantry. At the 
siege of Sebastopol he was severely 
wounded, after which he received 
the Legion of Honour, and the jStfth 
class of the Turkish Order of the 
Medjidie. He was also at the siege 
and capture of Lucknow, and the 
defence of Alumbagh, when he was 
made brevet Lieut.-Col. and men- 
tioned with commendation m dis- 
patches. In I860 he served on the 
staff of the Quartermaster-General 
throughout the Chinese campaign, 
for which he received a medal and 
two clasps. He was appointed 
Deputy Quartermaster-General in 
Canadn in Oct , 1867, and com- 
manded the expedition to the Eed 
Eiver; was nominated a Knight 
Commander of the Order of SS 
Michaal and George in 1870; and 
was assistant Adjutant-General at 
head-quarters in 1871. He was ap- 
pointed in Aug., 1873, to command 
the troops on the Gold Coast during 
the Ashantee War, with the local 
rank of Major-General. On Sept. 
12, 1873, he and his staff embarked 
at Liverpool for the West Coast of 


Africa. Ai'riving there in advance 
of Ins troops, he commenced his 
inland march in the last days of 
1873, and Capt. Glover in the East, 
and other officers in the West, were 
commissioned to raise native levies 
with which they were to effect a 
diversion as all the separate forces 
converged on the capital The 
Fantees, with few exceptions, proved 
utterly worthless as auxiliaries, 
and there was great difficulty in 
retaining the bearers and camiD 
followers, whose services were 
indispensable to the army. The 
I’esistance offered by the enemy, 
though it was resolute and ob- 
stinate, was overcome without 
the occurrence of any serious check. 
After several skirmishes the Ash- 
antees made a final stand in the 
neighbourhood of the capital , and, 
after defeating the enemy, Sir 
Garnet Wolseley, on Feb 5, en- 
tered Coomassie, and received the 
submission of the King, who agreed 
to appoint Commissioners to con- 
clude a treaty. After a stay of 
three or four days Sir Garnet 
Wolseley thought it prudent to be- 
gin his return inarch, and he halted 
at Adainsi to await the Ashantee 
agents. The King’s fidelity to his 
engagements was confirmed by the 
arrival of Captain Glover with his 
contingents on the north of Coo- 
massie, though he had not yet been 
able to open communications with 
the General-in-Chief. Capt. Glover 
afterwards marched thi*ough the 
capital to the coast without opposi- 
tion ; and the European troops 
were re -embarked in accordance 
with the original plan, before the 
commencement of the unhealthy 
season. The success of the expedi- 
tion justified the confidence which 
had been reposed in the Com- 
mander-in-Chief. On his return to 
England Sir Garnet Wolseley re- 
ceived the thanks of Parliament 
and a grant of <£25,000 for his 
"courap, energy, and persever- 
ance,” in the conduct of the Ash- 
antee War; was created a K C.B.; 
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and was presented with the free- 
dom of the City of London and a 
splendid sword of the value of 100 
guineas, Oct. 22, 1874'. He was 
appointed to command the auxi- 
liary forces in April, 1874. At the 
commencement of the following 
year he was dispatched to Natal to 
administer the government of that 
colony and to advise upon several 
important points connected with 
the management of native affairs 
and the hest form of defensive or- 
ganization. On Oct. 2, 1875, he 
landed at Portsmouth, accompanied 
hy his staff, on his return from the 
Cape of Grood Hope. He remained 
in command of the auxiliary forces 
tin Nov., 1876, when he was nomi- 
nated a member of the Council of 
India, On July 12, 1878, he was 
appointed the Administrator of 
the Island of Cyprus, under the 
style of Her Majesty’s High Com- 
missioner and Commander - in - 
Chief m the same island In 
June, 1870, he was sent to South 
Africa, as Governor and High Com- 
» missioner of Natal and the Trans- 
vaal, to reorganize the affairs of 
Zululand, and on that occasion con- 
ducted the operations against Se- 
cocoeni, whose stronghold he de- 
stroyed. Returning in May, 1880, 
he was appointed Quartermaster- 
General at the headquarters of the 
army, and in April, 1882, succeeded 
Sir Charles ElHce as Adjutant-Ge- 
neral of the army. He was Com- 
mander-m-Chief of the Expedition- 
ary Force sent to Egypt in 1882 ; 
received the thanks of Parhament j 
and was gazetted (Nov. 20) Baron 
Wolseley of Cairo, and of Wolseley, 
in the county of Stafford. For his 
services in Egypt, he received from 
the Khedive, Tewfik Pasha, the 
grand cordon of the Osmanieh. He 
vas also promoted to the rank of 
Genei-al in 1882 On the 12th of 
May, 1883, he was aiipointed to the 
Hon. Colonelcy of the 23rd Mid- 
dlesex Y B (now the 2iid V.B 
Royal Fusiliers), in succession to 
Sir Charles Russell, Y.C., deceased 


In June, 188‘i, the University of 
Dublin conferred upon him the 
honorary degree of LL.D, Sir 
Garnet is the author of “ Narrative

WOOD, Mrs. Henry, novelist, 
eldest daughter of the Into Mr 
Thos Price, head of one of the 
leading glovo-inaiiufactunng iinns 
in Worcester, born m Worce.3i<*r- 
shiro about 1820, inherited a literary 
taste from her father, and at an 
early age was married to Mr. Henry 
Wood, a gentleman connected with 
the shipping trade. She commenced 
her literary career as a contributor 
to The New 3![onthly Magcmne and 
Bentleif s Miscellany " Danebury 

House,” her first complete work 
(which gamed the prize of iJlOO 
offered by the Scottish Temperance 
League for the best illustration of 
tbe good effects of tomporaiice),waB 
published in 1860 It was followed 
by “ East Lynne,” which achieved 
a remarkable success, in 1801 ; “ The 
Channings,” “ Mrs. Halliburton’s 
Troubles,” and “ A Foggy Night at 
Offord” (a small book issued for 
the benefit of the Lancashire opera- 
tives), 1862; “William A Hair j or. 
Running away to Sea,” a book for 
boys , “ The Shadow of Ashlydyat,” 
and “Verner’s Pride,” 1863 ; “ Lord 
Oakbuiii’s Daughters,” “ Oswald 
Cray,” and “ TVovlyn Hold ; or, 
Squire Trevlyn’s Heir,” 1864; 
“Mildi’od Arkell,” 1805; “ Elster’s 
Polly,” and “ St. Martin’s Eve,” in 
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18G6 , A Lifers Secret/^ 18G7 , 

Roland Yorke/^ 1869 , Greorge 
Canterbui’y's Will/" and '"Bessy 
Rane/" 1870; ""Dene Hollow/"

WOOD, G-enebal Sib Henbt 
Eveltn, V C., K C.B , 0 C.M.G., 
K.C S I , is the youngest son of the 
late Rev. Sm John Page Wood, 
Bart., of Rivenhall, sometime vicar 
of Cressmg, Essex, and rector of 
St Peter's, Cornhill, by Emma 
Caroline, youngest daughter of Mr 
Sampson Mitchell, of Croft West, 
Cornwall, an admiral in the Portu- 
guese service He was born at 
Crossing in Feb 1838, entered the 
Navy in 1852, served with distinc- 
tion as aide-de-camp to Captain Sir 
William Peel, in command of the 
Naval Brigade in tlic Crimea (1851- 
55), and was present at the siege of 
Sebastopol. At the unsuccessful 
assault on the Redan (June 18, 
1855), while carrying one of the 
scalmg-ladders, he was severely 
wounded, for which he was men- 
tioned with praise in one of Lord 
Raglan's dispatches. He obtained 
the Crimean medal with two clasps, 
the 5th class of the Order of the 
Medjidieh, and a Turkish medal ; 
and was made a Knight of the 
French Legion of Honoui*. He next 
entered the army as ensign in the 
73rd Regiment; was promoted to 
the rank of lieutenant in 1856 ; cap- 
tain in 1861, and major in 18G2. 
In the Indian camj)aign of 1858 he 
served as a brigade-major, and was 
present at the actions of Rajghur, 
Sindwaho, Kharee, and Baroda, for 
which he gained a medal, and was 
twice mentioned in dispatches. In 
1859 and 1860 he commanded the 
1st Regiment of Beatson's Irregular 
Horse, and received the thanks of 
the Indian Government for liis pur- 


suit of the rebels in the Seronge 
jungle, he also won the Victoria 
Cross for valour. He raised the 2nd 
regiment of Central India Horse. 
In Sept 1873, being a lieufonant- 
colonel of the 90th Infantry, ho 
accompanied Major - General Sir 
Garnet Wolseley to the Ashantec 
War, and organized a native force, 
which he commanded, with other 
troops, in the affairs of Essaman, 
and on the road from Mansu to the 
river Prah, following the retreat of 
the Ashantee army from the coast. 
Lieutenant - Colonel Wood after- 
wards commanded the right v,ring 
of the army in the battles of Amoa- 
ful and Ordahsu and the capture of 
Coomassie. For these services he 
was several times mentioned with 
aiiprobation in the dispatches, and 
was nominated a C.B (1874'), pro- 
moted to the brevet rank of colonel, 
and received the medal with clasp. 
Having distinguished himself in 
both the naval and tbo military 
services of the country, ho johu'd 
the Hon. Society of’ tJie Middle 
Temple in April, 1870, and was 
called to the bar in Easter Term, 
1874, shortly after his return from 
the Ashantee war.

WOODFORD, The Right Rev. 
James Russell, D.D., Bishop of

lege, Cambridge, where he took his 
B A. in 1842, obtaining honours as 
a Senior Optime in the Mathemati- 
cal Tripos, and as a second-class 
man in the Classical Tripos He 
was ordained deacon in 1843, and 
priest in 184o. Mr. Woodford held 
the incumbency of the new distiiot 
church of St. Mark’s, Easton, be- 
tween Stapleton and Bristol, from 
1847 to 1855, when he was presented 
by Bishop Monk to the vicarage of 
Kempsford, Gloucestershii-e j this 
living he held down to 1868, when 
he was chosen by the trustees of the 
X>arish church and vicarage of Leeds 
as successor to Dr. Atlay in that 
impoi-tant position, on the elevation 
of the latter to the See of Hereford. 
He was also for some years examin- 
ing chaplain to the late Bishop 
Wilberforce, who, in 1867, bestowed 
on him an honorary canonry in 
Christ Church, Oxford ; and he was 
appointed Select Preacher before 
the University of Cambridge in 
186 4, 1867, and 1873 .

WOODS, Sir Albert William, 
F.S.A., was born in 1816, being a 
son of Sir William Woods, who 
filled the office of Garter King-at- 
Arms from 1838 until his death in 
1842. He entered the College of 
Arms as Portculhs Pursxuvant in 
1838, was appointed Lancaster 
Herald in 18 41, and became Regis- 
trar of the College in April, 1866. 
He was advanced to the office of 
Garter Principal King-at-Arms, 
Oct. 25, 1869, in succession to Sir 
Charles George Young, deceased, 
and received the honour of knight- 
hood on the 11th of the following 
month. He was attached to the 
missions for investing the Kmg of 
Denmark, the King of the Belgians, 
and the Emperor of Austria with 
the Order of the Garter. Sir A. 
W Woods holds the office of Regis- 
trar and Secretary to the Order of 
the Bath, Registrar to the Order of 
the Star of India, and King-at- 
Arms to that of St. Michael and St. 
George. 

WOOLNER, Thomas, R.A., was 
born atHadleigh, in Suffolk, Dec.l7, 
1825, and received his education in 
a school at Ipswich. When only 
thirteen years of age he evinced a 
talent for sculpture, and he was 
placed in the studio of William 
Behnes, under whose able guidance 
he studied with great diligence for 
SIX years, acquiring remarkable skill 
as a sculptor, and becoming an ac- 
complished di'aughtsman. His first 
models were of a poetical and his- 
torical character. Eleanor sucking 
the Poison from Prince Edward’s 
Wound ” was exhibited at the Royal 
Academy (1843), and a life-size 
group of “ The Death of Boadicea ” 
m Westminster Hall. The latter 
attracted particular attention, and 
was regarded as a work of great 
promise in the inventive or ideal 
style of sculpture* Following up 
this success, Mr. Woolner exhibited

Lord Macaulay, for Trinity College, 
Cambridge , William III., for the 
Houses of Parhamentj Sir Bartle 
Erere, for Bombay; Dr Whewell, 
for Cambridge ; Lord Lawi'ence, for 
Calcutta , and Lord Palmerston, for 
Palace Yard; busts of Tennyson, 
Carlyle, Dr. Hewman, Mr. Darwin, 
Eaj^ Brooke, Sir Wilham Pair- 
bairn, Professor Sedgwick, Sir Wm. 
Hooker, Eichard Cobden, Charles 
Dickens, Canon Kingsley, Mr. Glad- 
stone, Viscount Sandon, Mr. W. 
Puller Maitland, Professor Lushing- 
ton (for the University of Glasgow), 
Mr. John Simon (for the College of 
Surgeons), and Professor Huxley ; 
also "Elaine with the Shield of Sir 
Lancelot,” " Ophelia,” " Virgil be- 
wailing the banishment of Corio- 
lanus,” "Guinevere,” and" Achilles 
and Pallas shouting from the 
Trenches,” the latter being his di- 
ploma work exhibited at the Eoyal 
Academy in 1876.

WOOLSEY, Thkodobb Dwight, 
D.D., LL.D., was born at New York, 
Oct. 31, 1801. A.B. (Yale), 1820. 
He studied theology at Princeton j 
was a tutor in Yale, 1825-20 ; 
licensed to preach in 1825, and 
studied in Germany, 1827-30. Tn 
1831 he was elected Professor of the 
Greek Language and Literature in 
Yale College, and fifteen years later 
President of that College. He re- 
signed the presidency in 1871 , but 
continued in the faculty. Besid<‘s 
many occasional orations, addresses, 
and essays, he has published edi- 
tions of "The Alcestis” of Euri- 
pides, 1833 ; " The Antigone ” of 
Sophocles, 1835 , " The Prome-, 

theus” of jEschylus, 1837; "The 
Electra” of Sopliocles, 1837; and 
"The Gorgias” of Plato, 181-2. 
Among his other works are : — "In- 
auguration Discourse on College 
Education,” 1816 ; " Historical 

Discourses at the 150th Anniver- 
sary of tho Pounding of Yale Col- 
lege,” 1850, " Introduction to the 
Study of International Law,” 1860, 
fifth revised edition, 1879 , " Ad- 
dresses conunemorative of the Life 
and Services of Jeremiah Day, late 
President of Yale College,” 1867 ; 
"Essays on Divorce and Divorce 
Legislation, with Special Eeference 
to the United States,” 1869, new 
edition, 1882; "The Eeligion of 
the Past and the Future,” 1871. 
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On tlie dentil of Francis Lieber, ho 
re-edited his work on “ Civil Liberty 
and Self-Oovernment/' 187 X, and 
his Manual of Political Ethics/’ 
187 1. His more recent works are — 
“Political Science/’ 1877 , and 
“ Communisin and Socialism/’ 1880. 
President Woolsey was for several 
years one of the Eegents of the 
Smithsonian Institution, and was 
Chairman of the American Division 
of the Committee on the Eevision 
of the Hew Testament. 

W 0 EB 0 1 S E, Emma Jane, 
daughter of a clergyman of the 
Chui’ch of England, was born in 
1825. Having been left an orphan 
when very young, she was educated 
at the school for clergymen’s 
daughters, established at Caster- 
ton, near Kirby Lonsdale, by the 
late Eev. W. Cams Wilson , was 
married to a gentleman of French 
descent, and is now a widow. This 
lady has written several works of 
fiction, including “ Helen Biuy,”. 
1850; “Anny Wilton. Lights and 
Shades of Christian Life,” 1855 ; 
“ Grace Hamilton’s School Days,” 
1850 ; “Kingsdown Lodge ; or, Seed- 
Time and Harvest,” and Wife’s 
Trials, a Tale,” 1858 ; “ Millicent 
Kendrick : or, the Search after 
Happiness,” 1802; “Lottie Lons- 
dale. or. Chains and Links,” and 
“ Married Life : or, Philip and

WOEDSWOETH, The Eight 
Eev. Charles, D C.L., Bishop of 
St. Andrews, Dunkeld, and Dun- 
blane, second son of the late Dr. 


Christopher Wordsworth (many 
years Master of Trinity Colleo(‘, 
Cambridge), and nephew of tl e 
eelebi‘ated poet, born in 1806, wr s 
educated at Harrow and at Christ 
Church, Oxford, wheie he obtained, 
among distinctions, two Chancel- 
lor’s prizes, that for Latui verse in 
1827, and for the Latin essay in 
1831, and was placed in the first 
class of Liter© Humaniores, when 
he took the degree of B A in 1830. 
In reward for the first of these dis- 
tinctions he was apiiointed to a 
studentship by the Dean. He was 
no less distinguished for athletic 
exercises, being, in 1829, one of the 
Oxford eight, and also one of the 
Oxford eleven, and successful in 
both encounters with the sister 
University. After taking his B.A. 
degree, he remained at Christ 
Church for two or three years as a 
private tutor, and had among his 
pupils the late Duke of Kewcastle, 
the Eight Hon. W. E. Gladstone, 
Cardinal Manning, and other cele- 
brated men. In 1835 he was se- 
lected Second Master of Winchester 
CoUege, an office which up to that 
time had never been conferred on 
any one not educated at Winches- 
ter On account of weak health, he 
resigned in 1845, and accepted in 
1816 the appointment of first War- 
den of Trinity College, Glenalmond, 
Perthshire, which he held for seven 
years, during which time the insti- 
tution was in a great measure 
indebted to him for its establish- 
ment on a firm and prosperous 
basis, and he materially aided the 
progress of the buildings, the col- 
lege chapel (which cost ^8,800) 
having been erected solely at his 
expense. In 1852 he was elected 
Bishop of the united dioceses of St. 
Andrews, Dunkeld, and Dunblane, 
and at the installation of the late 
Earl of Derby as Chancellor, in 
1853, was admitted to the hon. 
degree of D.C.L. by the University 
of Oxford. In 1854 he resigned the 
Wardenship of Glenalmond, and 
has since devoted himself excln- 
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sively to tlie duties of tlie episco- ' 
pate, taking an active part in tlie 
affairs of the Scottish Chui'ch He is 
one of the New Testament Company 
for the Kevision of the Authorized 
Version of the Bible The pub- 
lished works of the Bishop of St. 
Andrews are chiefly of a theological 
character. There are, however, 
some exceiitions ; among which 
must be mentioned his '"Graec© 
Grammaticse Budimenta,” pub- 
lished in 1839, and now in the 
sixteenth edition , " The College of 
St. Mary Winton,^^ an illdstrated 
work, in 184-8} a volume "^On Shak- 
spere's Knowledge and Use of the 
Bible,'" in 1854 j and A Greek 
Primer," in 1870. His other publi- 
cations are, Christian Boyhood at 
a Public School,” in 1816, "Cate- 
chesis, or Christian Instmction,” 
fourth (enlarged) edition, 1864; a 
Letter to the Eight Hon. W. E 
Gladstone on Eeligious Liberty;” 
and numerous sermons, charges, and 
pamphlets. His elaborate judicial 
Opinions” on the eases of the 
Bishop of Brechin and the Eev. P. 
Cheyne, and his Notes on the 
Eucharistic Controversy” (the last 
printed for the use of his clergy 
and private circulation only), are a 
powerful vindication of the doc- 
trines held by the Anglican Church. 
He has made various appeals to the 
Presbyterian community in Scot- 
land in the form of lectures, &c., 
on behalf of unity among Chris- 
tians ; among which may be speci- 
fied '^A United Church for the 
United Kingdom,” advocated in a 
tercentenary discourse on the Scot- 
tish Eeformation, together with 
Proofs and Illustrations, designed 
to form a Manual of Eeformation 
Facts and Principles,” m 1860 ; and 
The Outlines of the Christian 
Ministry delineated and brought to 
the Test of Season, Holy Scripture, 
iffistory, and Experience; with a 
view to the Eeconciliation of Exist- 
ing Differences concerning it, espe- 
cially between Presbyterians and 
Episcopalians/^ 1872. 


WOEDSWOETI-r, The Eight 
Eev. Christopher, D.D., Bishop 
of Lincoln, son of the Eev. Chris- 
topher Wordsworth, D D , Master 
of Ihinity Collogo, Oambridgo, and 
Priscilla/ daughter of Charles 
Lloyd, Esq., the well-known banker 
of Birmingham ; nephew of Wil- 
liam Wordsworth, the celebrated 
poet, and younger brother of the 
Eight Eev. Dr. Wordsworth, Bishop 
of St. Andrews, Dunkeld, and Dun- 
blane, was born in 1807, and edu- 
cated at Winchester and at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where he closed 
a brilliant undergraduate course by 
graduating B.A. in 1830, taking 
high honours, and was elected a 
Fellow of his^college. Having re- 
ceived deacon's and priest's orders, 
he was appointed, in 183C, Public 
Orator at Cambridge and Head 
Master of Harrow School, which 
post he held until 1844-, when the late 
Sir E. Peel preferred him to a 
Canonry in Westminster Abbey. 
He was Hulsean Lecturer at Cam- 
bridge in 1847-8, and in 1869 ho 
was appointed Bishop of Lincoln, 
being consecrated on Feb. 24 in 
Westminster Abbey. He took part 
in the proceedings of the ^^Old 
CathoHo ” Congress held at Cologne 
in Sept., 1872. His best known 
works are his edition of the Greek 
Testament, with notes ; “ The Old 
Testament, in the Authorized Ver- 
sion, with Notes and Introduc- 
tions;” ^'The Holy Year, or 
Original Hymns ; ” Occasional 
Sermons in Westminster Abbey ; ”

honours. He was elected Head 
Master of the Grammar School, 
Felstead, in 1852, and of Bury 
School on the resignation of Dr.

WOLLEBSTOEE (Baron), 
Bernhard von ‘Wullbrstorp- 
IJrbair, born at Trieste, Jan, 29, 
1816, received his first education 
at Padua, entered the College of 
Pioneers, at Tulin, near Vienna, 
and became in 1833 a cadet in the 
Imperial navy. He studied astro- 
nomy nnder the celebrated Von 
Littrow; was appointed in 1839 
Director of the Nautical Observa- 
tory ^ Venice; and married in 
1847 Miss H. O’Connor, an Irish 
lady, who died in 1848, in which 
year he proved his fidelity to the 
Imperial dynasty by personal sacri- 
fices, and was decorated with the 
Iron Cross of the third class In 
1849 he was appointed Commodore, 
organized the Naval Academy, and 
afterwards held the important post 
of referee to the High Admiral; 
and in April, 1857, he took com- 
mand of tbe Novaia, commissioned 
for a tour of scientific observation. 
He returned home in 1859, and 
published the result of these im- 
portant researches, attained the 
rank of Eear-Admiral in 1861, and 
was sent to Vienna as Eepresenta- 
tive of the Navy in the Eeichsrath. 
In Aug. of that year he married 
the Countess Leonie Eothkirch 
Panthen. In the foUowing winter 
he was commissioned by the Govern- 
ment to visit Switzerland, Germany, 
France, Belgium, and Holland, in 
'order to study new inventions in 
shipbuilding and iron manufacto- 


ries. TJpon his return ho was ap- 
pointed Admiral of the Port of 
Venice, and in 1864 Commander-in- 
Chief of the allied fleets in the 
German Ocean. When the war 
was over ho retired to Gratz, in 
Styria, and was appointed Minister 
of Coinmerco and Political Eco- 
nomy. He resigned that office at 
the expiration of two years. Under 
his superintendence the treaty of 
Commerce between England and 
Austria was negotiated. Ho is 
well known for his comprehensive 
reports and valuable comments on 
politico-economical subjects, which 
afford conclusive evidence of his 
thorough acquaintance with the 
wants of Austrian industry and 
commerce.

YATES, Edmund Hodgson, son 
of the well-known actor, who was 
sometime lessee of the Adelphi, 
born in July, 1831, was for many 
years Chief of the Missing Letter 
Department m the Post-Office, He 
has written " My Haunts and their 
Frequenters,” published in 1854; 
"After Office Hours,” in 1861 ; 
" Broken to Harness,” a Story, in 
1864; "Business of Pleasure,” 
"Pages in Waiting,” and "Eun- 
ning the Gauntlet, a Novel,” in 
1865 ; and “ Kissing the Eod,” and 
"Land at Last, a Novel,” in 1866. 
In conjunction with the late Mr. 
F. E. Smedley, he wrote "Mirth 
and Metre, by Two Merry Men,” 
published in 1854; in conjunction 
with the late Mr. E. B. Brough, 
edited "Our Miscellany,” which 
appeared in 1857-8 ; prepared a con- 
densed edition of "The Life and 
Correspondence of 0. Mathews the 
Elder,” published in 1860 ; and a 
"Memoir of Albert Smith and Mont 
Blanc.” Mr Yates, who has writ- 
ten some dramas, and was the 
theatrical critic of the JOaily News 
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for six yearSj edited the^ Temple 
^ar Magazine, in wiiich. his novel 
“ Broken to Harness appeared as 
a serial in 1864-5; was the first 
editor of Tinsley^ s Magazine ; and a 
constant contributor to All the Tear 
Bound, in which his novel Black 
Sheep was the leading serial story- 
in 1866-7. His more recent novels 
are “ Wrecked in Port/^ 1869 j 
“ Hr. Wainwright's Patient/^ 1871; 
« Nobody's Fortune/' 1871; '^The 
Yellow Flag/' 1873; and "The 
Impending Sword/' 1874. In May, 
1872, Mr. Yates retired from the 
Pos-t-Office in order to devote him- 
self exclusively to literature. In 
the course of that year he went on 
a lecturing tour in the United 
States, and in May, 1873, he was 
appointed London representative of 
the New Torh Herald, which post 
he resigned in July, 1874, when he 
established The World, " a journal 
for men and women," which has 
had the most extraordinary success, 
and of which he still remains sole 
proprietor and editor. Mr. Yates 
has been for some time engaged in 
collecting materials for two volumes 
of " Personal Reminiscences." 

YEAMES, William Fbedebioe, 
R.A., was bom in Bee., 1835, at 
Taganrog, on the Sea of Azoff, 
South Russia, of which port his 
father, Mr. William Yeames, was 
her Britannic Majesty's Consul. 
The family belonged originally to 
the county of Norfolk. During the 
years 1842 and 1843 the subject of 
this notice travelled with his family 
throi^h Italy. After returning to 
Russia and spending the winter at 
Odessa, the family went to Dresden, 
and there remained till the spring 
of 1848, when it removed to London. 
Mr. Yeames received his first in- 
struction in art from Mr. Q-eorge 
Soharf, who taught him dra-wing 
and anatomy. The young artist 
^so practise drawing from casts 
in the studio of Mr. J. Sherwood 
Westmacott. In 1852 Mr. Yeames 
left England, in order to advance 
his art-education in Italy; and 


studied at Florence, first for two 
years under the direction of Pro- 
fessor Pollastrini, of the Florence 
Academy, afterwards under Signor 
RaffaeUe Buonajuti. Subsequently 
he spent eighteen months in Rome, 
and at length, in 1858, he returned 
to England. In 1859 ho exhibited 
at the Royal Academy a portrait 
and " The Staunch Friends," a sub- 
ject-picture of a jester and monkey. 
In 1861 he was represented there 
by works entitled " II Sonetto," 
with illustrative lines from Pe- 
trarch, and " The Toilet ; " in 1862 
by Rescued," a boy saved from 
drowning ; in 1863 by " The Meet- 
ing of Sir Thomas More with his 
Daughter after his Sentence to 
Death;" in 1864 by "La Reine 
Malheureuse," Queen Henrietta 
Maria taking refuge from the fire 
of the Parliament ships in Burling- 
ton Bay ; in 1865 by " Arming the 
Young Knight ; " and in 1866 by 
Queen Elizabeth receiving the 
French Ambassadors after the News 
of the Massacre of St. Bartholo- 
mew." In June, 1866, he was 
elected an Associate of the Royal 
Academy. Since then he has ex- 
hibited "The Dawn of the Re- 
formation," 1807, "The Chimney 
Corner " and " Lady Jane Grey in 
the Tower," 1868 ; " The Fugiti% o 
Jacobite " and " Alanning Foot- 
steps," 1869 ; " Maunday Thursday " 
and " Love's Young Dream," 1870 ; 
" Dr. Harvey and the Children of 
Charles I.," 1871 ; " The Old Pa- 
rishioner," 1872; "The Path of 
Roses," 1873 ; " The Appeal to the 
Podest^," "Flowers for Hall and 
Bower,” and "The Christening," 
1874; "Pour Igs Pauvres” and 
"The Suito^M875; "La Conta- 
dineUa," " Thf^’aist Bit of Scan- 
dal,” and " CaiBSpo dei SS. Apostoli, 
Venice," 187pr "Waking'^ and 
"Amy Eobs%t,” 1877; "When 
Did You Laal^ee Your Father P ” 
1878; "La Bi^b^ante: Venetian 
Water-Carrier," hiss^ploma work, 
deposited on his election as an

Yeames was elected a Royal Aca- 
demician, Jane 19, 18^78 
YOLLAND, CoL. William, R.E., 
F R.S , youngest surviving son of 
the late John YoUand, Esq., agent 
to the first Earl of Morley, bom in 
1810, was admitted into the Royal 
Military Academy at Woolwich, 
and obtained his commission as 
2nd Lieut, of Royal Engineers in 
1828. He rose by successive steps 
to the regimental rank of Lieut.-Col. 
in 1855, and was made a Colonel 
in the Army, by brevet, an 1858. 
He was employed in Canada from 
1830 till 18Si-5, and joined the 
Ordnance Survey under the super- 
intendence of the late Major-Gen. 
(then Col.) Colly, R.E., at the Ord- 
nance Map Office, at the Tower of 
London, in 1838, on which duty he 
continued to be employed till 1854, 
and was engaged as the Executive 
Officer at the Tower and at South- 
ampton, from 184.0 till 1852, when 
he was traimferred to the Phoenix 
Park, Dublin, and to Enniskillen 
in 1853. While acting on the Ord- 
nance Survey, he was entrusted 
with the preparation for publication 
of the Astronomical Observations 
made with Ramsden^s zenith sector, 
which instrument was unfortunately 
destroyed by the fire in the Tower 
in 1841, and the compilation of "An 
Account of the Measurement of the 
Lough Foyle Base in the Horth of 
Ireland during the years 1827-8-9.” 
Afterwards he superintended '^e 
publication of the "Astronomical 
Observations made with Airy's 
Zenith Sector between the years 
1842 and 1850, for the Determina- 
tion of the Latitudes of various 
Trigonometrical Stations in Great 
Britain and Ireland.” At the re- 
quest of Col. Harness, C.B., R.E., 


then Assistant Inspector-General 
of Fortifications, he supplied the 
article on " Geodesy,” which forms 
part of the " Course of Mathematics 
for the Royal Military Academy.” 
In 1854 he was appointed one of the 
Inspectors of Railways under the 
Board of Trade, and in 1850 was 
selected as the engineer member 
(jointly with Col. W. J Smith, 
R.A., and the Rev. W. C Lake) of 
the commission appointed by the 
Secretary of State for War, to con- 
sider the best mode of reorganizing 
the system for training officers for 
the scientific corps, in order "that 
patronage should be altogether 
abolished, and that admission to 
those corps should be obtained only 
by an open competing examina- 
tion.” The commission visited 
France, Prussia, Austria, and Sar- 
dinia, and the results of their in- 
quiries and their recommendations 
were embodied in an elaborate Re- 
port, which was printed by order of 
the House of Commons. 

YOHGE, Cbcaalbs Dukic, M.A., 
son of the Rev. Charles Yonge, 
Lower Master of Eton College, born 
in Hov., 1812, was educated at Eton 
and at .Oxford, where he graduated 
B.A. in 1835, taking a first-class 
degree . He has compiled " English 
and Greek Lexicon,” 1849 ; " Gradus 
ad Pamassum, with Dictionary of 
Epithets,” 1860 ; " School Phraseo- 
logical English-Latin and Latin- 
English Dictionary,” two parts, 
1855-6; "History of England to 
the Peace of Pans, 1856,” m 1857, 
2nd edition, 1871; short parallel 
lives of Epaminondas, Gustavus 
Adolphus, Philip, and Frederick the 
Great, in imitation of Plutarch's 
method, 1868; "Life of the Duke 
of Wellington,” 1860 ; a school 
edition of Virgil, with English 
notes, 1861; "History of the Bri- 
tish Navy,” 1863 ; " English-Greek 
Lexicon, abridged,” 1864; "His- 
tory of France under the Bour- 
bons, A.n. 1689-1830,” in 1866; 

Three Centuries of Modern His- 
tory,” 187-2; and "History of he 
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English devolution of 1688/^ in 
1874. 

YONGE, Charlotte MART^only 
daughter of the late W. C. Yonge, 
Esq , of OtterhournSj Hants, a 
magistrate for Hampshire, was horn 
in 1828. She is the authoress of 
several works of fiction, in which 
the plot is made to enforce, in a 
plain and sober manner, the pecu- 
liar doctrines of what is called the 
High-Church school of opinion. 
The best known works attributed 
to her are, " The Heir of Redclyfie , 
Heartsease “ Dyne vor Terrace j 
** The Daisy Chain ; ” The Young 
Stepmother ; or, a Chronicle of 
Mistakes 5 ” “ Hopes and Fears, or. 
Scenes from the Life of a Spinster ; " 
“ The Lances of Lynwood ; " The 
Little Duke j ” " Clever Woman of 
the Family j” ^^Pnnce and the 
Page : a Story of the Last Crusade ; ” 
and Dove in the Eaglets Nest.” 
Most of these have gone through 
several editions, and have been re- 
printed in a cheap form. It has 
been stated in the public papers, 
that she gave <£2,000, the profits of 
her Daisy Cham,” for the building 
of a Missionary College at Auckland, 
New Zealand, and devoted a great 
portion of the proceeds of *'The 
Heir of Redclyffe” to the fitting 
out the missionary schooner 
Cross, for the use of Bishop Selwyn. 
Miss Yonge has published '' Marie 
Th^r^se de Lamourons,” a biography 
abridged from the French; ''The 
Kings of England,” "Landmarks 
of History, imcient. Middle Ages, 
and Modern,” forming a compen- 
dium of Universal History for 
young people ; " History of Chris- 
tian Names and their Derivation,” 
1863 ; " The Story of English Mis- 
sionary Workers,” in "Macmillan's 
Sunday Library,” 1871 ; " Lady 
Hester,” 1873 ; " Life of John Cole- 
ridge Patteson, Missionary Bishop 
of the Melanesian Islands,” 2 vols., 
1873 ; " Stories of English JSttstory,” 
1874 ; " Stories of Geek History for 
the Little Ones,” 1876; "Aunt 
Charlotte's German History for the 


Little Ones,” 1877; "Axmt Char- 
lotte's Roman History for the Little 
Ones,” 1877; "Unknown to His- 
tory; a Story of the Captivity of 
Mary of Scotland,” a novel, 2 vols., 
1882 ; and, " Stray Pearls ; Me-

YORK, Archbishop of. {Sea 
Thomson, Dr.) 

YOUNG, Sir Allen, arctic navi- 
gator, formerly commanded a shi]! 
in the merchant service, and among 
the many officers of that service who 
did good work and gained credit at 
Balaclava during the Russian war, 
there was no commander whose ser- 
vices were more warmly acknow- 
ledged by the late Lord Lyons than 
were those of Captain Allen Young. 
Subsequently he volunteered and 
filled a responsible position on board 
Lady Franklin's little ship, the Foss, 
in McClintock's memorable voyage 
(1857-60), when the fate of Franklin 
and his companions was solved. As 
an officer of the Royal Naval Reserve 
his commission bears date from the 
first creation of the force. In 1875, 
principally at his own expense, he 
made in his yacht, the Pandora, a 
gallant though unsuccessful at- 
tempt to accomplish the North- 
West Passage, and to throw some 
further light on the proceedings of 
the lost expedition under Franklin, 
by a search for their records on 
King William's Land. Again, in 

1876, he refitted the Pandora for a 
second attempt, -with the same ob- 
jects in view, but the Admiralty, 
having been unexpectedly called 
upon to communicate with the 
dep6ts of the Government Expedi- 
tion in Smith's Sound, Captain 
Young readily responded to an in- 
vitation to fulfil this important 
duty, which he did at no small 
risk, and in a manner which was 
deemed thoroughly satisfactory. In 
recognition of this service the 
Queen conferred upon him the 
honour of knighthood, March 12, 

1877. An account of the "Two 
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Voyages of tlie Pandora in 1875 
and 1876 was published at London 
in 1879 

YOTJNa, The Eight Hon. 
GteorgEj a Scotch Lord of Sessiouj 
with the courtesy title of Lord 
Young, eldest son of the late Alex- 
ander Young, Esq., of Eosefield, 
CO Kirkcudbright, born in 1819 and 
educated at Edinburgh, was called 
to the Scotch Bar "in 1840, ap- 
pointed Sohcitor-General for Scot- 
land in 1852, and retired in 1866. 
On the return of Mr G-ladstone to 
power in 1868, he again became 
Solicitor-Q-eneral for Scotland, and 
in Oct , 1869, he was appointed 
Lord Advocate in the place of the 
Eight Hon J. Moncrieff. Mr. 
Young was sheriff of Inverness- 
shire from 1853 till 1860, and of 
Berwick and Haddington from 1860 
tiU 1862 In April, 1865, on the 
retirement of Sir W- Dunbar, Bart., 
he was elected member in the Li- 
beral interest for the borough of 
Wigton, and was again returned 
in 1865 and 1868. He was defeated 
at the general election of Eeb., 
1874, but in the same month he 
was, on Mr. Gladstone’s recom- 
mendation, created a Lord of Ses- 
sion and one of the Lords of Justi- 
ciary in Scotland. 

YOUNG, John Eadford, mathe- 
matician, bom of humble parents 
. in London, in April, 1799, was almost 
entirely self-educated. In 1833 he 
was appointed to the Professorship 
of Mathematics in Belfast College, 
which he held for many years. In 
1847 Professor Young published a 
paper in The Transactions of the 
Cambridge Philosojghical Society, " On 
the Principle of Continuity in re- 
ference to Certain Eesults of Ana- 
lysis,” and in 1848 a paper in The 
Transactions of the Royal Irish Aca- 
demy, “ On an Extension of a Theo- 
rem of Euler.” He had discovered 
and published in 1844 a proof of 
Newton’s rule for determining the 
number of Imaginary Eoots in an 
Equation. A principle, affirmed in 
this proof to be aanomatics was after- 


wards objected to as being unde- 
inonstrated. The objection was re- 
moved by the author in a paper 
On the Completion of the De- 
monstration of Newton’s Eule,” 
published in The Philosojphical Ma- 
gaaine for May, 1866, in which 
paper, as also in a subsequent one 
in the magazine for August, theo- 
rems of independent interest were 
given. In 1863 Professor Young 
published a thoughtful work on 
the theological and scientific con- 
troversies of the day, entitled 
“Science Elucidative of Scripture 
and not Antagonistic to it,” being 
a series of Essays on the Mosaic 
Cosmogony, the Theories of Geolo- 
gists, Miracles, <fec. This was fol- 
lowed in 1865 by “Modern Scep- 
ticism viewed in relation to Modern 
Science, more especially in refer- 
ence to the Doctrines of Colenso, 
Huxley, Lyell and Darwin.” Pro- 
fessor Young’s latest productions 
are a paper in The Transactions of 
the Victoria Institute for 1866, “ On 
the Origin of Speech,” and a me- 
moir in the Proceedings of the Royal 
Irish Academy for 1868, “ On the 
Imaginary Eoots of N umcrical E qua- 
tions.”

ZANAEDELLI, Giuseppe, an 
Italian statesman, was born in 1826, 
in Brescia.^ He became a student 
in the Ghislieri College at Pavia, 
and took his degree as Doctor of 
Law m 184’8. He enrolled himself 
in the legion of students which was 
formed at that tune, and took part 
in the war of independence. Ee- 
turning to Brescia after August, 
1848, he there prepared the rising 
which took place in March, 1849. 
He escaped, and subsequently re- 
turned, in consequence of the ‘ 
amnesty granted by the Austrian 
Government, to Brescia, where, 
from 1851 to 1869, he hved as a 
g^ate teacher of jurisprudence. 
When Lombardy became free, in 
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1859, Zanardelli sat in tlie Pied- 
montese Legislature in sereral Par- 
liaments for Isco. In 1866 lie be- 
came commi-ssano regie of the Pro- 
vince of Belluno, under the Minis- 
try of Eicasoli. In 1869 lie sat on 
tbe commission of inquiry into the 
tobacco Eegia. At the Lombard 
bar Zanardelli enjoyed a very high 
reputation as an advocate. After 
the Ministerial crisis of 1876, he 
became Minister of Public Works 
in the first Depretis Cabinet, which 
portfolio he resigned in ISTov., 1877, 
in consequence of differences with 
Depretis, which made it impossible 
for him to sign, as Minister of Public 
Works, the Railway Convention ar- 
ranged by the latter. He was ap- 
pointed to the Home OflSice in the 
Cairoli Ministry in March, 1878, 

ZANZIBAR, Sultan or. (See 
Babghash bin Sabd.) 

ZIMMBRN, Miss Helen, was 
born in the free Hanse Town of 
Hamburg, March 25, 1840, but has 
lived in England since 1850, and is 
a naturalized British subject. She 
is the author of ‘'Stories in Pre- 
cious Stones,” 1873 j " Schopen- 
hauer, his Life and Philosophy,” 
1876 j " Grotthold Ephraim Lessing, 
his Life and his Works,” 1878 j 
" Half Hours with Foreign No- 
velists,” 1880; "Tales from the 
Edda,” illustrated by Kate Q-reena- 
way, 1882; and a paraphrase of the 
Persian poet, Firdusi, issued under 
the title of j " The Epic of Kings,” 
and illustrated with etchings by 
Alma Tadema, R.A., 1882. 

ZOLA, Emile, a French writer, 
born at Paris, April 2, 1840, passed 


his infancy in Provence with his 
father, the originator of the canal 
which bears his name at Ais. He 
then studied in the Lycee Saint- 
Louis at Paris, and obtained em- 
ployment in the well-known pub- 
lishing firm of Hachette & Co. He 
gave up that situation about 1865 
in order to devote his attention 
exclusively to literature. He has 
been an industrious contributor to 
the newspaper press, and has writ- 
ten the following works of fiction . — 
"Contes h Ninon,” 1863 ; "La Con- 
fession de Claude,” 1865; "Le Voeu 
d’une Morte,” 1866; "Les Mys- 
t^res de Marseille , ” " Ther^se 
Raquin;” "Manet,” a biographical 
and critical study, 1867; "Made- 
leine Ferat,” 1868 ; a series of poli- 
tical, social, and physiological 
studies, entitled " Les Rougon- 
Macquart, Histoire naturelle et 
social d"une famille sous le second 
Empire,” which has been called his 
"Human Comedy,” and which is 
composed of seven volumes, entitled 
respectively " La Forttme des Bou- 
gon,” "LaCuree,” "Le Ventre de 
Paris,” "La Conquotede Plassans,” 
"La Faute de TAbbo Mouret,” 
" Son Excellence Eugene Rougon,” 
and "L'Assommoir” (1874-77). 
The last-named volume created a 
great sensation, and has passed 
through many editions. M. Zola has 
since written a novel entitled " Uno 
Page d’ Amour,” 1878; "Le Bouton 
deRose,” a three-act comedy played 
at the Palais Royal in 1878; 
"Nana,” 1880 ; and "Pot Bouille,” 
1882.

The Editor 
to whom they have looked for aid in working out their purpose shares 
their faith in the demand for easiest access to all forms of the world’s 
thought, and all forms of opinion that have helped to shape the lives 
of men. He agrees therefore to be responsible for the selection of 
books published in this way, and he will issue each of them with a 
short Introduction, giving some account of its writer and some indica- 
tion of its place in literature. 

In the sequence of these volumes, as first published, there will be 
only the order in disorder that aims at variety. As they multiply 
upon the shelves, they will admit of any classification that most 
pleases their possessor. There will be in them the best Plays and 
Poems, the best works of Fiction, the best books of Travel, Histories, 
Biographies — all that is most characteristic in the speculations of 
philosophy and of political economy, the books of most mark in the 
world that seek to define or purify man’s sense of his relation towards 
God. They may be arranged in sequence of time, from Confucius to 
Coleridge, or grouped into nations, with Homer to head the Greeks, 
Dante the Italians, Shakespeare the English, and so forth. The 
series of books is one that should outlive its present Editor, if English 
readers are really agreed that, for as far as lies within the compass of i 
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their own language, it is good to have in a Home Library as cheap, 
neat and compact as the modern art of publishing can make it, all the 
best books of the world* 

The first six books of the UNIVERSAL Library will be taken from 
writers of five nations — England, France, Germany, Italy and Spain. 
The series will begin cheerfully with Sheridan’s Plays, because they 
are sure of an easy welcome from all readers. France will be repre- 
sented, not by direct translation, but by a volume of the plays of 
English writers, Dryden, Wycherley, Fielding, plays such as “ Colley 
Cibber-’s Nonjuror,” that have been founded upon plays of Molifere. 
Literature of Spain will be represented by Southey’s version of the 
‘‘ Chronicle of the Cid”; of Germany, by Goethe’s “Faust”; of Italy, 
by Machiavelli’s “ Prince.” A volume of Rabelais will be also within 
the number of the first half-dozen books. As the series advances, it is 
meant gradually to include a full representation of tlie English Drama, 
from the “Miracle Plays” downward; the most significant books 
upon the theory of Government and on Political Economy, such as 
Hobbes’s “ Leviathan,” Locke’s “Essays of Civil Government,” the 
chief writings of Jeremy Bentham, and other books that are more 
quoted than read. There will be Hooker’s “ Ecclesiastical Polity.” 
There will be books also of the Puritans whom it opposed. In Poetry 
and Fiction, many writers who now live chiefly as names will come 
back into fellowship, and the old coinages of wit again be current. 
Sometimes the work of different writers will be placed within one 
volume in significant juxtaposition. Thus, produced at the same time, 
and dealing in very different ways with the same thought of the time, 
Johnson’s “ Rasselas ” will be associated with Voltaire’s “Candide.” 

The text of the volumes published in the UNIVERSAL Library will 
be carefully printed from the copies indicated by the Editor, and it 
will be printed without annotation. Whatever explanation may be 
given will be found in the Introduction to each book The length of 
each Introduction will depend upon the matter to be introduced ; the 
average length will be about four pages. In some volumes, however, 
the text will require editing. Old writers will be printed as we print 
Shakespeare for common use, without suffering the swift passage of 
thought from mind to mind to be retarded by those obsolete forms of 
spelling which are no part of the thought of man, except when he is 
studying words as their historian. In literature words are but symbol?, 
incomplete at best, of the stirrings of a life within lif<^ compared to i 



which the air itself is in its movement gross and palpable. As far, 
therefore, as sense and rhythm allow, old spelling will, throughout this . 
Library, be modernised. Also, it is the Editor’s intention to respect 
that change in the convention of society which excludes now from our 
common acquaintance certain plainnesses of thought and speech once 
honestly meant and honestly allowed. By a little care in this respect, 
much of the best literature can, with slight injury to its best features, j 
be rescued from neglect. The use and beauty of old monuments are, 
surely, separable from their dust and dirt. 

No writer has ever felt of his own book that it attained his highest . 
aim, but that has not been reason for regretting that it had an aim. 
The Universal Library will fall short of its mark, but it will not be 
the worse for having such a purpose as is here described. Considering, 
also, what a staff of writers it will have, and that in each book the 
Editor restricts his own talk to four pages, its volumes cannot easily 
be dull.
